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Hon.  Rupebt  Beetham,  president  of  the 
Fourth  National  Bank  of  Cadiz,  and  representa- 
tive from  Harrison  County,  has  been  closely 
identified  with  the  business  and  civic  affairs  of 
Harrison  County  for  twenty  years,  having  lo- 
cated in  Cadiz  in  September  of  1900.  He  was 
born  at  Greensburg,  Trumbull  County,  Ohio,  on 
August  29,  1877,  and  is  the  son  of  the  Rev.  John 
and  Mary  (Rennison)  Beetham,  natives  of 
northern  England,  who  came  to  America  In 
1867. 

Rev.  John  Beetham  was  a member  first  of  the 
Erie  Conference  and  later  the  East  Ohio,  that 
finally  merged  into  the  North-East  Ohio  Con- 
ference of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  He 
served  many  pastorates  during  his  more  than 
thirty  years  of  active  ministry,  namely,  North 
Jackson,  Windom,  Talmadge,  Bedford.  Niles, 
Hopedale,  Gnadenhutten,  West  Lafayette.  Lees- 
ville,  Vienna,  Jewett,  Canton,  Thompson  and 
Somerton.  He  was  a strong  and  vigorous 
preacher,  and  in  the  majority  of  his  appoint- 
ments he  served  the  time  limit  for  pastors  then 
in  vogue.  He  came  of  a family  of  musicians  and 
was  himself  a noted  singer  as  well  as  being 
accomplished  on  the  piano,  pipe  organ,  violin, 
cello  and  flute.  His  “ditties”  like  “Mary  and 
Martha”  and  “The  Spider  and  the  Fly”  were 
great  favorites  wherever  he  resided.  Mary  Ren- 
nison Beetham,  though  the  mother  of  seven 
children,  was  always  active  in  church  work,  and 
was  one  of  the  district  officials  of  the  Women’s 
Foreign  Missionary  Society  for  many  years.  She 
was  declared,  by  one  of  the  prominent  Meth- 
odist ministers  to  be  “a  gifted  woman,  of  keen 
intellect,  remarkable  memory,  and  an  eloquent 
speaker.” 

To  Rev.  John  and  Mary  Beetham  were  born 
the  following  children:  Mrs.  Mary  W.  Mohn, 

Uhrichsville,  Ohio;  John  S.,  supervisor  of  agents, 
Lake  Shore  Railroad,  Cleveland,  Ohio;  William 
N.,  superintendent  of  schools,  Wellsburg,  West 
Virginia;  Alfred  C.,  a practicing  physician  of 
Bellaire,  Ohio;  R.  Emory,  pastor  of  the  Oakland 
Methodist  Church,  Shenley  Park,  Pittsburg;  Ru- 
pert Rennison,  the  subject;  Charles  S.,  of  Jew- 
ett, Ohio,  traveling  salesman  for  the  Twin  City 
Grocery  Company.  Thus  seven  members  of  the 
family,  all  born  in  different  towns,  chose  differ- 
ent vocations  and  located  in  different  places. 
Rev.  Beetham  died  at  Jewett  in  December,  1905, 
the  mother  having  died  at  the  same  place  in  Oc- 
tober, 1890.  Both  are  buried  at  Gnadenhutten 
Ohio. 

Rupert  Beetham  as  a boy  attended  the  various 
schools  where  his  father  was  located  in  his 
ministry.  He  completed  his  high  school  course 
at  Canton  after  spending  one  year  at  Scio 
College,  and  later  completed  his  law  course  at 
the  Ohio  State  University,  paying  his  own  way 
from  money  earned  in  teaching  school  in  Short 
Creek  Township,  this  county,  during  the  winters 


of  1917-19.  In  school  he  was  ever  an  active 
member — always  taking  part  in  the  literary 
societies,  the  debating  teams,  the  baseball,  foot- 
ball and  track  teams.  He  played  football  two 
years  at  Canton  High  School  and  one  year  at 
Ohio  State,  and  was  never  on  the  losing  side 
of  a contest  in  this  sport.  He  received  a num- 
ber of  medals  for  track  victories  while  in 
high  school  and  there  made  records  of  twenty 
feet  for  the  broad  jump  and  over  forty  feet  for 
the  hop,  step  and  jump.  He  played  baseball 
for  many  years  and  was  a member  of  the  Scio 
College  team  of  1895  that  went  through  the 
season  with  seventeen  victories. 

He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1900  and 
immediately  entered  upon  the  practice  of  the 
profession  in  Cadiz  in  partnership  with  Judge 
W.  T.  Perry.  In  the  same  month — September — 
he  was  married  to  Crete  McLaughlin,  of  Short 
Creek  Township.  As  a candidate  for  prosecut- 
ing attorney  in  1905  he  was  defeated  by  E.  S. 
McNamee.  In  December,  1905.  he  was  appointed 
postmaster  of  Cadiz  by  President  Roosevelt, 
upon  the  recommendation  of  Congressman 
Weems,  though  the  appointment  was  without 
solicitation  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Beetham.  He 
was  re-appointed  by  President  Taft  in  1910,  and 
served  until  April  1,  1914.  During  his  term  of 
office  city  delivery  was  established,  the  postoffice 
moved  into  new  quarters,  and  an  additional 
rural  route  added  to  the  office.  In  August,  1914, 
he  was  nominated  for  representative  by  the 
republicans  and  elected  by  a majority  of  about 
600;  two  years  later  he  was  re-elected,  and  in 
1918,  elected  for  a third  term,  he  had  a ma- 
jority of  over  1,000,  while  in  1920,  elected  for 
the  fourth  time,  he  had  a majority  of  nearly 
2 ,500,  woman  suffrage  increasing  the  county 
vote. 

It  is  as  a representative  that  Mr.  Beetham 
is  most  widely  known.  Always  a hard  worker 
in  the  Assembly,  he  became  one  of  the  best 
posted  members  of  that  body  and  few  measures 
were  ever  before  it  that  he  could  not  give  an 
inquiring  member  information  thereon.  In  his 
third  term  he  was  elected  speaker  pro  tem  and 
republican  floor-leader.  The  Ohio  State  Journal, 
commenting  on  the  caucus,  stated : “Mr.  Beetham 
became  the  almost  unanimous  choice  of  his 
colleagues  for  speaker  pro  tem  and  majority 
floor-leader,  though  he  was  not  a candidate  for. 
the  position.  Many  voted  against  him  for 
speaker  because  they  wanted  to  see  him  in  the 
other  position.  He  is  the  logical  man  for  floor 
leader,  having  a good  voice,  command  of 
language  and  being  a ready  debater.”  His  task 
as  floor-leader  was  a difficult  one  by  reason  of 
the  fact  that  the  governor  and  the  Assemniy 
were  of  different  political  parties.  Many  times 
strife  ran  high  when  matters  of  great  import- 
ance were  before  the  Assembly,  and  the  division 
of  the  tax  schools  added  to  the  party  division. 
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making  the  task  an  unusually  hard  one.  One 
jmper  in  commenting  on  the  situation  stated : 
“Beetham  is  a man  of  action.  When  the  time 
comes  to  move  he  is  for  going.  He  is  aggres- 
sive.” When  the  ratification  of  the  dry  amend- 
ment of  the  Federal  Constitution  was  before 
the  House  the  wet  leaders  sought  to  delay 
action,  but  the  result  is  described  editorially 
by  the  Martins  Ferry  Times:  “Obstructionists 
methods  were  squelched  under  the  able  leader- 
ship of  Representative  Beetham  of  Cadiz,  floor 
leader  of  the  Republican  majority,  and  long 
before  the  sun  waned  ratification  had  been 
formally  recorded.  Harrison  County  and  the 
state  at  large  have  just  cause  today  to  con- 
gratulate Representative  Beetham  to  whom  the 
public  at  large  owes  a debt  of  gratitude.”  The 
Legislative  reporter  at  the  close  of  his  stormy 
session  commented  upon  Mr.  Beetham’s  work 
as  follows:  “Representative  Beetham  of  Harri- 
son County  is  the  recipient  of  unusual  praise 
and  favorable  comment  ns  the  result  of  his 
work  as  Republican  floor  leader  of  the  House. 
* * * This  season  closes  with  Beetham 

possessing  the  liking,  confidence  and  esteem 
of  the  House,  every  newspaper  man  and  every 
employee.  He  is  not  a large  man  physically, 
but  otherwise  he  is  large.  He  is  quiet,  cour- 
teous and  square.  Beetham  was  a good  floor 
leader.  He  would  make  a good  senator,  or  a 
good  member  of  Congress.”  The  Steubenville 
Herald-Star  stated:  “Mr.  Beetham  was  the  re- 
publican floor  leader  of  the  House  during  the 
last  session  and  showed  himself  to  be  masterly 
in  that  capacity.” 

At  the  republican  party  caucus  held  in  Co- 
lumbus on  December  15,  1920,  Representative 
Beetham  was,  without  opposition,  chosen  the 
.party  candidate  for  speaker  of  the  House,  and 
on  January  3d  following  was  elected  to  fill  that 
.place.  The  press  of  the  state  commended  the 
selection.  The  Cleveland  Leader  stated  “that 
with  his  selection  the  party  has  started  to 
carry  out  an  efficiency  program.”  The  Ohio 
State  Journal  commended  some  of  the  Speaker’s 
proposed  innovations  in  the  Assembly,  among 
them  being  the  shifting  committee  to  be  estab- 
lished with  a view  of  eliminating  useless,  silly 
jind  duplicated  bills,  and  editorially  stated: 
“This  committee  probably  would  do  the  state 
more  actual  service  than  any  other  standing 
committee  * * ♦.  We  are  for  it.”  The 
Cleveland  Plaindealer  stated  “that  the  new 
Speaker  had  given  his  doctrine  that  the  ‘way 
, to  be  a good  republican  is  to  be  a good  citizen,’ 
.and  the  way  to  ‘play  politics’  is  to  perform  the 
.task  assigned  us.”  The  Uhrichsville  Chronicle 
.stated:  “He  has  become  so  well  and  favorably 
known  throughout  the  state  that  he  stands  in 
the  front  ranks  of  Ohio  republicanism,  and  it 
is  not  all  an  unreasonable  prediction  that  within 
the  next  few  years  he  is  likely  to  be  governor 
of  the  Buckeye  State.” 

Senator  Harding  had  an  early  booster  In  Mr. 
Beetham.  It  was  while  floor  leader  in  January, 
1920,  that  he  introduced  the  resolution  inviting 
Senator  Harding  to  address  the  Assembly  on 
Roosevelt’s  birthday.  This  address  was  widely 
distributed.  At  the  early  meeting  of  republi- 
cans in  Steubenville  Mr.  Beetham  declared  that 
“Harding  will  make  a great  president.  He  will 


not  attempt  to  do  it  all,  but  will  gather  about 
him  one  of  the  greatest  of  cabinets.”  Three 
times  during  the  campaign  he  was  a visitor  at 
Marion. 

Rupert  Beetham  has  been  a member  of  the 
Cadiz  Board  of  Education  since  his  election  In 
1904,  and  has  always  taken  a keen  interest  in 
the  school  management.  He  has  served  as  a 
director  of  the  Chautauqua  Association  since 
its  organization,  and  been  the  platform  manager 
since  1914.  When  the  Red  Cross  was  organized 
In  1917  he  was  elected  the  chairman,  and  in 
1919  was  chairman  of  the  drive  for  the  Salva- 
tion Army. 

“Methodist  born  and  Methodist  bred”  Mr. 
Beetham  has  been  a member  of  the  Official 
Board  of  the  Cadiz  Methodist  Church  since  com- 
ing to  Cadiz.  He  has  served  as  church  treas- 
urer, Sunday  school  teacher  and  superintendent. 
In  1908  he  was  an  alternate  delegate  of  the 
East  Ohio  Conference  to  the  General  Conference 
held  in  Baltimore,  and  in  1912  attended  the 
General  Conference  in  Minneapolis  as  a delegate. 

After  serving  several  years  as  a director  of 
the  Fourth  National  Bank  he  was  in  January, 
1918,  elected  president  of  the  institution  and 
has  since  given  his  time  to  this  bank,  though 
he  still  owns  and  operates  hlS  farm  in  Short 
Creek  Township. 

In  September  of  1900  Mr.  Beetham  was  united 
in  marriage  to  Miss  Crete  H.  McLaughlin, 
daughter  of  Hon.  Samuel  K.  and  Belle  (Snyder) 
McLaughlin,  of  Short  Creek  Township. 
Mrs.  Crete  Beetham  was  educated  in  the  country 
school  near  Hurford  and  the  Hopedale  Normal 
College.  She  was  a lady  of  admirable  traits  of 
character,  being  known  among  her  friends  as 
one  unusually  kind.  She  died  on  August  28, 
1918,  leaving  four  children,  namely;  Mary  Isa- 
belle, now  a sophomore  at  Ohio  Wesleyan  Uni- 
versity; Samuel  McLaughlin,  a senior  in  high 
school ; Rupert  Rennison,  Jr.,  and  Charles  Jonn. 

Hon.  David  Adams  Hollingsworth.  One  of 
the  notable  men  of  Ohio  in  the  present  genera- 
tion is  David  A.  Hollingsworth,  lawyer  and 
statesman,  of  Cadiz,  who  has  won  an  enviable 
place  in  the  annals  of  the  state  and  now,  after 
his  long,  active  and  useful  public  career,  enjoys 
the  full  confidence  and  esteem  of  his  fellow  citi- 
zens in  business  and  private  life. 

Mr.  Hollingsworth  is  a native  son  of  Ohio  and 
is  descended  from  a family  which  has  been  iden- 
tified with  the  history  of  the  country  since  pre- 
Revolutionary  days,  and  through  succeeding 
generations  has  played  useful  and  ofter  Impor- 
tant part  in  the  nation’s  affairs,  and  has  fur- 
nished soldiers  for  every  war  in  which  the  colo- 
nies and  the  United  States  ha^fe  been  engaged. 
The  family  line  of  descent,  briefly,  is  as  follows: 
(1)  Valentine,  Sr.;  (2)  Thomas;  (3)  Thomas; 
(4)  Thomas;  (5)  Levi;  (6)  Elihu;  (7)  David  A. 

The  original  American  ancestor,  Valentine, 
Sr.,  was  born  in  Cheshire,  England,  of  Saxon 
stock,  about  1630  to  1640,  and  married  (first) 
Catherine,  daughter  of  Henry  Cornish,  High 
sheriff  of  London;  his  second  marriage  was  with 
Ann  Calvert,  a near  relative  of  Cecilius  Calvert 
(Lord  Baltimore).  Valentine,  Sr.,  came  from 
England  with  William  Penn  in  the  good  ship 
“Welcome”  in  1682,  and  in  the  same  year  he

established  his  family-seat  on  the  west  side  of 
the  Brandywine,  in  New  Castle  County,  Dela- 
ware. He  was  prominent  in  his  county,  and  was 
its  representative  in  the  Assembly  in  1683,  1687 
and  1605. 

Levi  Hollingsworth,  son  of  Thomas  (4),  was 
probably  the  first  of  the  family  to  settle  in 
Ohio.  He  was  bom  in  April,  1764,  and  on  May 
28,  1789,  he  was  married  to  Mary  Harry  in 
Friends  Meeting  at  Rennet,  Pennsylvania.  He 
removed  to  near  Flushing,  Belmont  County, 
Ohio,  in  1804,  and  died  there  on  June  11,  1829. 
Elihu  Hollingsworth,  son  of  Levi,  was  born  at 
Flushing,  Ohio,  on  January  12,  1813,  and  died 
on  November  17,  1807.  He  married  on  July  11, 
1839,  Lydia  Ann  Fisher,  who  was  born  in  Vir- 
ginia and  was  descended  from  early  American 
immigrants  of  a distinguished  German  family. 
Her  father,  Barak  Fisher,  was  bom  in  October, 
1766,  and  died  in  Virginia  on  December  3.  1831. 
He  was  an  influential  land  owner  in  Virginia, 
but  was  unalterably  opposed  to  the  institution 
of  slavery,  and  always  cultivated  his  plantation 
with  free  labor.  After  his  death  his  widow, 
Rhoda.  removed  with  her  five  childrqji  to  Bel- 
mont County,  Ohio. 

David  A.  Hollingsworth,  son  of  Elihu,  was 
born  at  Belmont,  Ohio,  on  November  21.  1844. 
His  boyhood  days  were  spent  under  the  parental 
roof  at  Flushing,  Ohio,  dividing  his  time  when 
old  enough  between  school  and  assisting  in  his 
father’s  store.  In  his  sixteenth  year,  though 
under  lawful  military  age,  young  Hollingsworth 
enlisted  in  1861  in  Company  B,  Twenty-Fifth 
Regiment,  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  and  saw 
about  two  years  of  hard  service  as  a private 
soldier.  He  was  then  honorably  discharged  on 
surgeon’s  certificate  of  disability  and  returned 
home,  but  soon  afterward  was  commissioned  a 
lieutenant  in  the  Ohio  State  Militia  by  Governor 
Tod,  and  was  for  a time  engaged  in  drilling  and 
preparing  reserve  state  forces  for  active  field 
duty.  Later  he  entered  Mount  Union  College, 
where  he  prepared  himself  to  begin  reading  law. 
He  was  admitted  to  the  Ohio  bar  September  17, 
1867,  and  in  March,  1880.  was  admitted  to  prac- 
tice before  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States.  He  entered  the  practice  of  law  at  Flush- 
ing, of  which,  town  he  was  soon  afterward 
elected  mayor.  He  located  In  Cadiz  in  1869.  and 
since  that  time  has  been  engaged  in  the  practice 
of  his  profession  In  Harrison  and  adjoining 
counties,  a period  covering  over  half  a century. 
He  was  elected  prosecuting  attorney  in  1873  and 
re-elected  in  1875. 

Mr.  Hollingsworth  entered  the  domain  of  state* 
politics  in  1870,  in  which  year  he  was  elected 
as  a Republican  to  the  Ohio  State  Senate  from 
the  Harrison-Belmont  County  District,  and  was 
re-elected  in  1881.  His  record  while  serving  in 
the  State  Senate  was  notable,  especially  so  In 
committee  work.  As  chairman  of  the  judiciary 
committee  he  rendered  invaluable  assistance  to 
the  Senate  in  its  work,  and  in  so  doing  distin- 
guished himself  as  an  able  lawyer.  Upon  the 
resignation  of  Atty.-Gen.  George  K.  Nash  in  1883, 
Governor  Foster  appointed  Mr.  Hollingsworth  to 
fill  the  vacancy,  and  he  resigned  as  senator  to 
accept  the  office,  and  served  until  January  14, 
1884,  when,  declining  to  be  a candidate  for  the 
position,  he  returned  to  his  private  practice  at 


Cadiz.  Of  his  service  as  a state  senator  the- 
book  “Biographical  Sketches  of  Prominent  Rep- 
resentative Citizens  of  Ohio”  (1884)  presented 
the  following: 

“In  the  Senate  he  (Mr.  Hollingsworth)  took  a 
leading  part,  serving  as  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittees on  judiciary,  on  Federal  relations,  on 
privileges  and  elections  and  on  railroads,  turn- 
pikes and  telegraphs.  In  the  last  mentioned 
position  he  was  especially  vigilant  in  guarding 
the  interest  of  the  people  against  the  powerful 
railroad  and  other  corporation  influences  of  the 
state.”  A writer  at  this  time  in  one  of  the  lead- 
ing newspapers  of  the  state,  said:  “Senator 

Hollingsworth’s  voice  and  vote  are  always  felt 
in  favor  of  the  common  people  as  against  corpo- 
rate monopolies,  and  the  journals  of  the  Senate 
will  show  his  active  and  intelligent  support  of 
all  measures  intended  for  the  benefit  of  the 
working  class,  such  as  those  to  provide  for  the 
safety  and  ventilation  of  mines,  to  require  rail- 
road companies  to  construct  fences,  crossings 
and  cattle-guards  at  their  own  expense,  to  give 
labor  a prior  lien  for  wages  in  the  construction 
of  railroads,  to  prevent  families  of  railroad  em- 
ployes from  being  deprived  of  the  benefit  of  the 
homestead  and  exemption  laws  of  Ohio  by  the 
attachment  of  their  wages  in  other  states,  to 
prohibit  members  of  the  Legislature  and  other 
state  and  county  officials  from  accepting  from 
railroads  free  passes,  to  prevent  gambling  in 
grain  or  cornering  the  provision  markets,  to  pre- 
serve the  purity  of  elections,  and  to  prevent 
speculation  or  graveyard  insurance,  which  has 
been  completely  broken  up  In  this  state  by  what 
is  known  as  the  ‘Hollingsworth  Law,*  a meas- 
ure introduced  and  successfully  championed  by 
him  against  powerful  and  determined  oppo- 
sition.” 

Mr.  Hollingsworth  was  also  watchful  of  the 
agricultural  interests  of  the  people,  and  he  was 
the  first  member  of  the  General  Assembly  to 
call  attention  to  the  threatened  reduction  of  the 
wool  tariff  in  1883,  which  he  did  by  securing  the 
adoption  of  a joint-resoltition  opposing  the  rec- 
ommendation of  the  tariff  commission  on  that 
subject.  This  resolution  was  afterward  pre- 
sented to  the  United  States  Senate  by  Senator 
Tohn  Sherman. 

While  serving  as  attorney-general  of  the  state. 
Mr.  Hollingsworth  demonstrated  his  ability  as 
a sound  judge  of  law  in  his  handling  of  the  dif- 
ficult legal  questions  which  claimed  his  official 
attention,  among  which  were  two  of  unusual  im- 
portance, involving,  as  they  did,  the  public 
revenues  of  the  state.  One  related  to  the  valid- 
ity of  an  act  passed  by  the  General  Assembly 
providing  for  the  taxation  of  monies,  credits  and 
personal  property  converted  during  the  year  into 
“greenbacks,”  or  other  nontaxable  securities  for 
the  time  the  owner  might  hold  such  money,  etc., 
during  the  tax  year.  His  opinion  in  support  of 
the  act  happened  to  be  the  first  one  he  was 
called  to  write  after  his  appointment,  and  it 
naturally  aroused  the  opposition  of  a number 
of  the  wealthy  men  of  the  state  who  had  pre- 
viously been  in  the  habit  of  avoiding  such  taxa- 
tion by  ignoring  the  law  as  unconstitutional. 
Many  of  the  ablest  lawyers  at  the  bar  also  ques- 
tioned his  opinion,  and  it  was  promptly  taken 
into  court  for  adjudication.  After  a number  of 
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contrary  decisions  in  the  lower  courts  it  finally 
reached  the  United  States  Supreme  Court,  where 
it  was  successfully  argued  by  General  Hollings- 
worth and  sustained  by  the  court.  The  other 
question  grew  out  of  the  enforcement  of  what 
was  known  as  the  “Scott  Liquor  Tax  Law.”  The 
constitutionality  of  the  law  was  questioned, 
saloon  keepers  resisted  the  collection  of  the  tax, 
and  the  matter  was  brought  before  the  State 
Supreme  Court.  General  Hollingsworth  pre- 
sented and  argued  the  case  on  behalf  of  the 
state,  and  the  court  sustained  the  law.  How- 
ever, in  1884,  the  provisions  of  the  law  were 
nullified  by  a partisan  decision,  after  the  per- 
sonnel of  the  court  had  changed.  But  this  latter 
decision  was  never  accepted  as  sound  law,  either 
by  the  people  or  the  bar  of  the  state,  and  soon 
afterward  the  General  Assembly  substantially 
re-enacted  the  law  in  the  form  now  found  on 
the  statute  book  and  known  as  the  “Dow  Law,” 
and  its  validity  has  long  since  ceased  to  be 
questioned. 

On  the  same  day  upon  which  Attorney-Gen- 
eral  Hollingsworth  completed  his  term  the  “Ohio 
State  Journal”  said  editorially  : “Attorney-Gen- 
eral Hollingsworth,  after  a busy  term  of  eight 
months,  today  retires  from  office,  leaving  a clear 
docket  for  his  successor.  Besides  attending  to 
the  usual  number  of  trial  causes  in  the  Supreme 
and  other  courts  on  behalf  of  the  state,  he  has 
officially  rendered  exactly  two  hundred  written 
opinions  and  has  collected  and  paid  into  the 
state  treasury  the  sum  of  $40,662.76.  He  will 
return  to  Cadiz  and  hereafter  devote  his  atten- 
tion exclusively  to  private  practice.”  Years 
afterward  these  official  opinions  of  General  Hol- 
lingsworth were  printed  in  book  form  and  kept 
in  the  attorney  general’s  office  as  authoritative 
references  on  the  subject.  They  substantially 
cover  all  the  angles  of  the  many-sided  temper- 
ance and  prohibition  questions  in  th£  state  dur- 
ing the  last  half  century,  which  finally  resulted 
in  the  recent  sweeping  prohibition  amendments 
to  the  State  and  Federal  Constitutions,  and  it  is 
said  by  lawyers  that  not  one  of  these  opinions 
has  ever  in  principle  been  reversed  by  the  courts. 

Always  a teetotaler  in  practice,  Mr.  Hollings- 
worth was  an  early  and  bold  advocate  of  gen- 
eral prohibition,  but  always  insisted  on  opposi- 
tion being  strictly  confined  to  the  forms  of  law, 
so  long  as  the  traffic  was  recognized  as  legiti- 
mate by  the  state.  In  1881,  as  shown  by  the 
journal  of  the  Ohio  State  Senate  of  that  year, 
Senator  Hollingsworth  offered  for  adoption  a 
joint-resolution  proposing  an  amendment  to  the 
State  Constitution  providing  for  state- wide  pro- 
hibition, probably  the  first  ever  offered  in  the 
state,  but  only  three  senators  voted  with  him 
on  the  resolution.  Again,  as  chairman  of  the 
State  Republican  Convention  in  1882,  Mr.  Hol- 
liugsworth  openly  declared  himself  in  favor  of 
a plank  in  the  platform  calling  for  prohibition, 
and  in  his  speech  before  that  convention  he 
urged  the  adoption  of  such  a plank.  And  after- 
ward, in  the  halls  of  Congress,  Mr.  Hollings- 
worth continued  his  support  of  prohibition  until 
nation-wide  prohibition  came  in  1919. 

In  1908  Mr  Hollingsworth  was  elected  a mem- 
ber of  Congress  and  thereby  attained  a long 
cherished  ambition.  In  that  year  he  was  elected 
a member  of  the  Sixty-first  Congress,  as  a Re 


publican  from  the  Sixteenth  Ohio  District;  in 
1914  he  was  elected  a member  of  the  Sixty- 
fourth  Congress  from  the  Eighteenth  District 
(the  district  having  been  changed  in  the  mean- 
time), and  in  1916  he  was  returned  to  Congress, 
receiving  In  the  latter  election  a plurality  double 
that  of  his  former  election,  though  the  national 
and  state  Republican  tickets  were  both  defeated 
that  year.  After  serving  three  terms,  Mr.  Hol- 
lingsworth retired  from  Congress,  having  de- 
clined to  receive  a re-nomination. 

Mr.  Hollingsworth’s  career  in  Congress  was 
at  once  a credit  to  himself  and  an  honor  to  his 
constituents,  as  well  as  to  his  state.  Even  as  a 
new  member  he  gained  early  recognition,  if  not 
prominence,  by  his  stand  on  the  question  of 
abrogating  “one  man”  power  in  the  House,  by 
having  the  committee  appointments  made  by  the 
House  itself  instead  of  by  the  Speaker.  His  ac- 
tion in  assisting,  if  not  in  really  initiating  the 
above  movement,  stamped  him  as  a member  of 
independent  thought,  also  as  a man  of  much 
resourcefulness  and  native  ability  as  a legisla- 
tor, and  soon  the  attention  of  the  natidn  was 
attracted  to  him.  He  was  in  reality  an  indepen- 
dent but  by  no  means  an  insurgent,  and  gener- 
ally he  supported  the  measures  proposed  by  his 
party,  but  not  until  after  he  had  pointed  out  any 
defects  in  the  proposed  measures,  if  defects 
there  were,  as  he  saw  them.  He  supported  by 
speech  and  vote  a protective  tariff ; he  supported 
all  just  claims  of  Union  soldiers  and  their  de- 
pendents; he  favored  neutrality  until  German 
aggression  forced  war  upon  this  country  and 
then  voted  for  a declaration  of  war  and  for  war 
measures  generally:  he  favored  a volunteer 
army:  he  voted  and  spoke  for  the  “Roosevelt 
Division”  and  offered  his  services  to  accompany 
It,  and  received  a personal  letter  of  appreciation 
from  Colonel  Roosevelt:  he  opposed  a great  in- 
crease of  big  battle  ships,  but  favored  sub- 
marines. submarine  destroyers  and  other  small 
naval  craft.  On  many  of  the  above  measures 
Mr  Hollingsworth  delivered  concise,  forceful 
and  eloquent  addresses,  and  his  speeches  won 
for  him  a reputation  as  an  orator  and  a keen 
and  ready  debater.  For  many  years  Mr.  Hol- 
lingsworth has  been  in  demand  as  a public 
speaker,  and  he  has  delivered  many  addresses 
on  state  occasions,  not  alone  at  home  but  at 
different  parts  of  the  state. 

Mr.  Hollingsworth  was  one  of  the  organizers 
of  the  Ohio  State  Bar  Association,  and  in  1908 
acted  as  its  chairman,  and  delivered  the  annual 
.address  at  the  meeting  of  the  association  at 
Put-iu-Bay  In  that  year.  He  is  a Methodist,  a 
Mason,  an  Elk.  a Knight  of  Pythias,  and  a mem- 
ber of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  No 
man  in  Harrison  County  holds  higher  standing 
as  a lawyer,  as  a public  servant,  as  a citizen 
and  as  a man  than  does  Mr.  Hollingsworth. 
His  life  has  been  one  of  consistent  progress 
from  the  time  he  was  a struggling  young  attor- 
ney until  he  voluntarily  retired  from  Congress 
at  the  Psalmist’s  age  of  “three  score  and  ten.” 
and  although  active  in  his  profession  he  has 
well  earned  the  rest  and  quiet  life  he  is  now 
enjoying. 

At  Cadiz  on  April  8,  1875,  Mr.  Hollingsworth 
was  united  in  marriage  with  Belinda,  a daugh- 
ter of  the  late  Dr.  John  McBean,  long  a lead- 
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in g physician  of  Cadiz  and  Harrison  County,  and 
a native  of  Scotland.  His  father,  a member 
of  the  McBean  clan,  married  Jeane  Campbell, 
of  the  Campbell  clan.  To  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Hollingsworth  two  sons  were  born,  Henry 
and  Donald,  both  of  whom  died  in  early  child- 
hood. The  wife  and  mother  died  March  30, 
1918,  at  the  family  homestead  in  Cadiz. 

James  Huston.  A publication  of  this  order 
exercises  one  of  its  most  consistent  and  import- 
ant functions  when  it  enters  memorial  tribute 
to  honored  pioneer  citizens  whose  lives  and 
labors  have  lent  dignity  and  honor  to  the  com- 
munities which  the  publication  represents.  Thus 
there  is  special  satisfaction  in  being  able  to 
present  a review  of  the  career  of  the  late  James 
Huston,  who  was  one  of  the  sterling  pioneers 
and  early  merchants  of  Carroll  County  and 
whose  character  and  ability  made  him  a worthy 
leader  in  community  affairs. 

Mr.  Huston  was  born  in  Allegheny  County, 
Pennsylvania,  on  the  17th  of  April,  1813,  and 
was  a son  of  John  and  Rachel  (McNaughton) 
Huston.  In  the  old  Keystone  State  he  received 
his  youthful  education  and  he  was  seventeen 
years  of  age  when  he  accompanied  his  parents 
to  Carroll  County,  Ohio,  where  the  family 
home  was  established  on  a pioneer  farm  near 
Mechanicstown,  his  parents  having  there  passed 
the  remainder  of  their  lives.  In  the  earlier 
period  of  his  residence  in  Carroll  County  James 
Huston  was  engaged  in  farm  enterprise  in  Fox 
Township,  where  later  he  engaged  in  the  opera- 
tion of  a grist  mill.  Finally  he  established  a 
general  merchandise  business  at  Mechanicstown, 
where  he  continued  the  successful  enterprise 
until  1863,  when  he  engaged  In  the  same  line 
of  business  at  Carrollton,  the  county  seat  There 
he  developed  a large  and  representative  busi- 
ness In  the  mercantile  line,  besides  becoming 
a leading  grain  dealer  of  the  county.  In  1868 
he  purchased  a hardware  store  at  Carrollton, 
and  this  he  conducted  in  partnership  with  his 
son  Vincent  E.,  under  the  firm  name  of  J.  Hus- 
ton & Son,  until  1886,  when  he  retired  from 
active  business,  his  death  having  occurred  on 
the  2d  day  of  January,  1887,  and  in  his  passing 
the  county  having  lost  one  of  its  most  honored 
and  revered  pioneer  citizens.  Originally  a 
democrat  in  politics,  Mr.  Huston  was  among 
the  earliest  and  most  loyal  supporters  of  the 
cause  of  the  prohibition  party,  and  in  all  of 
the  relations  of  life  he  exemplified  the  finest 
sense  of  personal  stewardship  and  the  finest 
type  of  character.  Through  his  own  ability  and 
efforts  he  achieved  substantial  and  worthy  suc- 
cess, and  no  one  man  had  more  influence  in 
furthering  the  business  prosperitv  of  Carrollton 
than  did  he.  For  the  accommodation  of  his 
mercantile  business  he  erected  the  store  now 
occupied  by  the  Carrollton  laundry,  and  later 
he  erected  the  substantial  and  attractive  brick 
block  which  perpetuates  his  name  and  memory. 
In  addition  to  his  alliance  with  the  hardware 
and  general  merchandise  business  he  was  asso- 
ciated with  James  Hayes  In  the  ownership  of 
a well  equipped  clothing  store.  His  old  home 
in  Carrollton  was  situated  on  the  lot  on  which 
his  daughter  Emma  (Mrs.  Fawcett)  later 
erected  one  of  the  finest  modem  houses  in  the 


city,  the  sa me  being  her  home  at  the  present 
time.  Mr.  Huston  took  loyal  interest  in  all 
things  pertinent  to  the  communal  welfare  and 
was  liberal  and  progressive  in  his  civic  attitude. 
Both  he  and  his  wife  were  zealous  members 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

In  the  year  1838  was  solemnized  the  marriage 
of  Mr.  Huston  to  Miss  Christine  Emsley,  who 
was  bom  in  England,  on  the  2d  of  January, 
1819,  a daughter  of  Thomas  Emsley,  who  came 
with  his  family  to  America  and  remained  for 
some  time  in  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania, 
whence  he  finally  came  to  Carroll  County,  Ohio, 
and  engaged  In  farming  near  Mechanicstown, 
where  he  passed  the  remainder  of  his  life. 
Mrs.  Huston  passed  to  the  life  eternal  on  the 
31st  of  December,  1881,  and  her  memory  Is 
revered  by  all  who  came  within  the  sphere  of 
her  gentle  and  gracious  influence.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Huston  became  the  parents  of  three  children: 
Amanda  became  the  wife  of  Cyrus  A.  Shober 
and  was  a resident  of  Carrollton  at  the  time 
of  her  death,  September  4,  1868,  her  only  child, 
Emma,  having  become  the  wife  of  a Mr.  Kuh- 
nian and  having  become  the  mother  of  one 
daughter,  Harriet,  who  is  the  wife  of  Charles 
H.  Woodworth/  and  who  has  one  daughter, 
Jannet  Ruth.  Emma,  the  second  daughter,  was 
reared  and  educated  at  Carrollton  and  after 
the  death  of  her  first  husband,  J.  V.  Cellars, 
she  became  the  wife  of  Robert  Crozier  Fawcett, 
who  was  long  associated  with  Vincent  Huston 
in  the  hardware  and  clothing  business  at  Car- 
rollton and  whose  death  here  occurred  in  1910, 
his  widow  remaining  in  the  fine  home  which 
she  erected,  on  Second  Street,  southwest,  and 
having  long  been  a gracious  figure  in  the  rep- 
resentative social  life  of  the  community  in  which 
she  has  resided  during  the  greater  part  of  her 
life.  Vincent  Emsley  Huston,  only  son  of  the 
subject  of  this  memoir,  well  upheld  the  honors 
of  the  family  name  in  connection  with  civic 
and  business  affairs,  and  was  one  of  the  lead- 
ing merchants  of  Carrollton,  as  senior  member 
of  the  firm  of  Huston  & Fawcett,  at  the  time 
of  his  death,  March  26,  1894. 

Andrew  H.  Baker.  Residing  on  the  old 
Baker  homestead  in  Archer  Township,  Andrew 
H.  Baker  is  proving  his  worth  to  his  com- 
munity as  a farmer  and  good  citizen.  He  was 
born  on  his  present  farm  October  10,  1867,  a 
son  of  Martin  V.  Baker,  who  was  also  born  on 
this  homestead.  His  wife,  who  bore  the  maiden 
name  of  Sarah  J.  Henderson,  was  born  in 
German  Township,  Harrison  County,  a daughter 
of  Andrew  Henderson.  Until  1886  Andrew 
Henderson,  who  was  one  of  the  pioneers  of 
German  Township,  continued  to  be  one  of  its 
progressive  agriculturalists,  but  In  that  year 
he  moved  to  Iowa,  taking  all  of  his  family  with 
him  with  the  exception  of  Mrs.  Baker,  and 
there  he  spent  the  remainder  of  his  life.  The 
children  born  to  Andrew  Henderson  and  his 
wife  were  as  follows:  Robert,  Samuel,  William, 
James,  Rebecca,  Sarah,  Mary,  Susan  and  Eliza- 
beth. He  belonged  to  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

The  paternal  grandfather,  Otha  Baker,  was 
bom  in  Maryland,  and  his  second  wife,  who 
was  the  mother  of  Martin  V.  Baker,  bore  tne 
first  name  of  Mary.  They  had  the  following 
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children : Oth a,  Sheridan,  Evan,  Martin  V., 
Abraham  and  Elizabeth,  and  they,  with  their 
parents*  all  belonged  to  the  old  Bethel  Metho- 
dist Church  of  this  neighborhood.  Coming  to 
Harrison  County  at  an  early  day,  Otha  Baker 
was  one  of  the  pioneers  of  Archer  Township, 
where  he  entered  320  acres  of  land  from  the 
Government,  and  this  land  is  still  owned  by 
his  descendants. 

Martin  V.  Baker  was  reared  on  this  home- 
stead entered  by  his  father,  and  became  the 
owner  of  280  acres  of  it,  and  here  he  rounded 
out  his  useful  life.  He  and  his  wife  became 
the  parents  of  the  following  children:  Andrew 
H.,  whose  name  heads  this  review ; Jennie,  who 
married  Charles  Thompson ; and  Mary,  who  died 
at  the  age  of  nineteen  years.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Baker  early  connected  themselves  with  the  old 
Bethel  Church. 

Andrew  H.  Baker  was  sent  to  the  schools  of 
his  home  district  and  the  Brown  School  on  the 
edge  of  Green  Township.  Remaining  at  home 
and  assisting  his  father  in  operating  the  home- 
stead, he  inherited  it  and  now  owns  272  acres 
of  as  valuable  land  as  can  be  found  in  the 
county,  and  on  it  he  is  raising  diversified  crops 
and  livestock,  and  Is  doing  a large  and  profitable 
business. 

In  1892  Andrew  H.  Baker  was  united  in  mar- 
riage with  Frances  Kent,  a daughter  of 
Dr.  W.  W.  Kent,  and  they  have  two  children, 
namely:  Donald  C.,  who  married  Virginia 
Hanna,  lives  near  his  father  and  is  giving  his 
attention  to  farming  a portion  of  the  home- 
stead ; and  Isabel  Frances.  Like  the  other 
members  of  the  family,  Mr.  Baker,  his  wife  and 
children,  belong  to  the  old  Bethel  Methodist 
Church,  which  has  for  them  all  so  many  mem- 
ories connected  with  their  family  and  others, 
some  of  whom  have  become  members  of  the 
Eternal  Church. 

Charles  M.  Busby.  Rumley  Township,  Har- 
rison County,  claims  Mr.  Busby  not  only  as  one 
of  its  native  sons  but  also  as  one  of  its  pro- 
gressive and  representative  business  men.  He 
owns  and  resides  upon  his  farm  of  125  acres 
near  the  village  of  Jewett,  and  is  a director 
and  vice  president  of  the  Jewett  Creamery  Com- 
pany and  has  been  an  active  member  of  The 
Harrison  County  Fair  Board  for  many  years. 

Abraham  Busby,  Sr.,  grandfather  of  Charles 
M.,  was  born  eighteen  miles  distant  from  the 
city  of  Baltimore,  of  English  and  Scotch  descent. 
The  Busby  family  is  an  old  one  in  England, 
where  many  men  of  the  family  were  promi- 
nent in  the  law  and  in  educational  matters. 
Dr.  Richard  Busby,  of  this  family,  was  for  years 
head  master  of  Westminster  Schools,  serving  in 
that  capacity  under  two  kings  and  under  Crom- 
well, and,  next  to  Arnold,  of  Rugby  School,  he 
was  regarded  as  England’s  most  famous  school- 
master. His  bust  is  in  Westminster  Abbey.  The 
family  in  England  were  members  of  the  Friends’ 
Church,  and  the  American  ancestors  of  the 
family  came  to  this  country  to  escape  religious 
persecution.  They  settled  in  Baltimore,  where 
the  great-grandfather  Busby  acquired  land,  part 
of  which  later  became  the  site  of  the  Court 
House. 


Abraham  Busby,  Sr.,  married  in  Maryland  in 
1815,  Deborah  Kemp,  who  was  born  in  Mary- 
land, of  English  descent  The  Kemps  in  England 
were  also  members  of  the  Friends  Church  and, 
like  the  Busbys,  came  to  America  seeking  re- 
ligious liberty.  The  Busby  family  stood  for 
the  union  of  states  as  against  secession  and 
slavery,  and  in  politics  were  democrats.  Abra- 
ham Busby,  Sr.,  served  as  captain  in  the  War 
of  1812,  and  for  his  services  as  an  officer  in 
that  war  acquired  a land  grant  in  Archer  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County,  upon  which  he  settled 
soon  after  the  close  of  hostilities  between  the 
United  States  and  England.  After  coming  to 
Harrison  County  he  and  wife  became  members 
of  the  Methodist  Church,  and  worshipped  at 
Bethel  M.  E.  Church  in  Green  Township  ana 
at  Jewett,  Ohio.  Abraham,  Sr.,  served  for  many 
years  as  a justice  of  the  peace  in  Archer  Town- 
ship, and  became  prominent,  locally,  as  a com- 
poser of  music.  He  and  wife  became  the  parents 
of  the  following  children:  Joshua,  Sheridan, 
John,  Elizabeth,  Amanda,  Benjamin,  Abraham, 
Jr.,  Deborah,  Edward,  Shadwick  and  Van  Buren, 
all  of  whom  are  now  deceased  with  the  single 
exception  of  Abraham,  Jr.,  who  is  now  in  his 
ninety-sixth  year. 

Abraham  Busby,  Jr.,  was  born  in  Archer 
Township  on  January  28,  1826.  He  has  spent 
all  of  his  life  in  Archer  and  Rumley  townships, 
and  now,  and  for  the  last  twenty  years  has 
made  his  home  with  his  son,  Charles  M.  He 
married  Sarah,  the  daughter  of  William  Stahl, 
a pioneer  of  Rumley  Township.  She  was  born 
in  Rumley  Township  on  December  25,  1829,  and 
died  May  5,  1900.  She  was  a member  of  the 
Lutheran  Church,  while  her  husband  is  a mem- 
ber of  the  Methodist  Church.  To  them  were 
bom  the  following  children:  Susanna,  who  mar- 
ried Albert  Royer,  a retired  farmer  now  residing 
at  Greenville,  Pennsylvania;  James  William,  a 
carpenter,  residing  at  Kissimmee,  Florida,  since 
1913;  Prof.  Elmer  D.,  who  has  been  an  in- 
structor in  different  prominent  colleges  for 
over  thirty  years,  and  is  still  engaged  in  educa- 
tional work,  residing  at  Minneapolis,  Minnesota  ; 
and  Charles  M.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Charles  M.  Busby  was  bora  In  Rumley  Town- 
ship on  the  22d  of  May,  1867.  Hie  was  reared 
on  the  home  farm  in  Rumley  Township,  a ad 
gained  his  early  education  In  the  district  schools, 
after  which  he  attended  the  high  school  at 
Jewett  and  was  for  one  year  a student  In  Scio 
College.  He  taught  school  one  year  and  there- 
after was  engaged  in  farm  enterprise  In  Rumley 
Township  until  about  the  year  1893,  when  he 
established  his  residence  in  the  village  of  Jewett 
and  engaged  in  the  manufacturing  and  sale  of 
ice  cream.  He  continued  the  enterprise  until 
1917,  when  the  business  was  reorganized  and 
became  the  Jewett  Creamery.  Mr.  Busby  was 
one  of  the  organizers  and  incorporators  of  the 
new  company  and  is  its  vice  president  at  the 
present  time.  For  fully  a quarter  of  a century 
he  has  purchased  concessions  for  the  serving 
of  food  and  beverages  at  picnics  held  within  a 
radius  of  twenty  miles  of  his  home,  and  has 
had  similar  concessions  at  various  county  fairs. 
Thus  he  has  gained  specially  wide  acquaintance- 
ship in  this  section  of  Ohio,  and  his  popularity 
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is  of  unstinted  order.  His  political  allegiance 
is  given  to  the  democratic  party  and  he  is  chair- 
man of  the  County  Central  Committee.  He  and 
his  wife  are  communicants  of  the  Lutheran 
Church  at  Jewett. 

On  the  14th  of  August,  1889,  Mr.  Busby  was 
united  in  marriage  to  Miss  Minnie  Rutledge, 
daughter  of  Benjamin  and  Sarah  (Lewis)  Rut- 
ledge. Benjamin  Rutledge  was  born  in  the  State 
of  Maryland  February  2,  1822,  and  his  wife 
was  bom  in  Cadiz  Township,  Harrison  County, 
on  the  5th  of  February,  1826.  Benjamin  Rut- 
ledge was  a child  at  the  time  his  parents 
established  their  home  in  Harrison  County  in 
1828,  and  here  he  followed  for  many  years  the 
trade  of  wagon-maker,  his  home  having  been 
on  a small  farm  in  Green  Township.  His  chil- 
dren were  as  follows:  Mary  Margaret,  Sarah 
Ella  and  Henry  Parker  died  in  childhood;  James 
and  Frank  were  the  next  two  in  order  of  birth 
and  Martha  was  the  seventh  child;  Milton  was 
bom  June  18,  1860;  May  Bell,  March  22,  1862; 
Samuel,  September  21,  1864  (died  in  childhood)  ; 
Ella,  September’  14,  1866;  and  Minnie  (Mrs. 
Busby),  March  7,  1867.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Busby 
have  been  bom  five  children,  all  of  whom  are 
living  except  the  eldest,  their  names  being  here 
entered  in  the  respective  order  of  their  birth: 
Harry  R.,  Myrtle  Marie,  Sarah,  Paul  and  Carrie. 
Harry  R.  Busby  entered  the  nation’s  military 
service  at  Camp  Sherman  on  the  1st  of  Septem- 
ber, 1918,  and  there  he  contracted  influenza, 
which  resulted  in  his  death  on  the  1st  of  the 
following  month.  Myrtle  Marie  Busby  became 
the  wife  of  Roy  Dennis  and  they  have  three 
children — Margaret,  Charles  and  Florence. 

Junius  C.  Febrall.  In  every  cursory  survey 
of  the  activities  of  those  who  have  wielded 
large  influence  in  the  furtherance  of  the  civic 
and  material  advancement  of  Carroll  County 
and  its  attractive  Judicial  center,  the  vigorous 
little  city  of  Carrollton,  it  becomes  evident  that 
few  have  exerted  so  strong  and  benignant  prog- 
ress-making influence  as  Judge  Ferrall,  whose 
loyalty  has  been  not  merely  that  of  sentiment 
but  also  that  of  constructive  action.  His  in- 
terests have  been  varied  and  important  and  as 
one  of  the  leading  citizens  of  Carroll  County, 
as  well  as  a scion  of  an  honored  pioneer  family 
of  this  favored  section  of  the  Buckeye  State, 
he  is  entitled  -to  special  recognition  in  this 
publication. 

Judge  Junius  C.  Ferrall  was  born  in  Harrison 
Township,  Carroll  County,  on  the  6th  of  Decem- 
ber, 1851,  and  is  a son  of  Edwin  and  Mary  A. 
(Huston)  Ferrall,  the  former  of  whom  was 
born  at  Saltsburg,  Pennsylvania,  December  29, 
1821,  and  the  latter  of  whom  was  bora  May  6, 
1831.  The  parents  were  residents  of  Carrollton 
at  the  time  of  their  death,  the  father  having 
passed  away  March  7,  1913,  and  the  mother  on 
the  6th  of  August,  1918.  Hon.  Edwin  Ferrall 
was  nine  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  the  family 
removal  from  the  old  Keystone  state  to  Carroll 
County,  Ohio,  Where  he  was  reared  to  adult  age 
and  where  his  early  education  was  obtained  In 
the  common  schools.  He  was  a son  of  James 
Ferrall,  who  was  bora  at  Lynchburg,  Virginia, 
and  who  later  became  a resident  of  Pennsylvania 
and  whose  first  visit  to  the  Ohio  wilderness  was 


made  on  a hunting  expedition,  in  which  he 
gained  trophies  of  deer  and  other  wild  game. 
After  returning  to  Pennsylvania  he  there  mar- 
ried Susanna  Snyder,  and  it  was  the  year  1829 
that  they  established  themselves  as  pioneers  on 
a farm  near  the  present  village  of  Mechanics- 
town,  Carroll  County,  Ohio.  From  this  place, 
in  Fox  Township,  they  later  removed  to  Harri- 
son Township,  and  there  they  passed  the  re- 
mainder of  their  lives,  Mr.  Ferrall  having  been 
a prominent  pioneer  merchant  and  farmer  in 
this  section  of  the  state.  James  Ferrall  was 
a staunch  democrat  and  served  as  a member  of 
the  first  board  of  commissioners  of  Carroll 
County,  besides  having  been  otherwise  influential 
in  community  affairs.  He  had  four  sons  and 
two  daughters,  and  the  names  of  the  sons  were 
Edwin,  Calvin,  John  and  George. 

Edwin  Ferrall  was  reared  on  the  pioneer 
farm  in  Carroll  County,  and  as  a youth  he  here 
proved  his  constructive  energy  in  connection 
with  the  basic  industry  of  agriculture.  In  1850 
was  solemnized  his  marriage  to  Miss  Mary  A. 
Huston,  daughter  of  Robert  and  Elizabeth 
(Howey)  Huston,  who  established  their  home 
In  Carroll  County  in  1828.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ferrall 
became  the  parents  of  four  children,  of  whom 
Judge  Junius  C.,  immediate  subject  of  this 
review,  is  the  eldest,  the  other  children  being 
Robert  J„  Lannes  L.  and  An9on  E.  Edwin 
Ferrall  became  a man  of  prominence  and  dis- 
tinctive influence  in  Carroll  County,  and  as  a 
young  man,  in  1857,  he  was  elected  sheriff  of 
the  county,  an  office  In  which  he  served  two 
consecutive  terms.  In  1873  he  was  elected  to 
the  state  senate  on  democratic  ticket,  was 
prominent  democrat  and  was  one  of  the  most 
venerable  and  highly  honored  citizens  of  Carroll- 
ton at  the  time  of  his  death  in  his  92d  year. 

As  a boy,  In  1862-3,  Judge  Junius  O.  Ferrall 
gained  an  appreciable  experience  In  connection 
with  the  newspaper  business,  as  he  was  em- 
ployed within  these  years  In  the  offices  of  the 
Carroll  County  Union,  the  Carroll  Union  Press, 
the  Carroll  Free  Press,  and  the  Carrollton 
Courier.  For  a short  time  thereafter  he  was  a 
clerk  in  the  mercantile  establishment  of  Isaac 
Crumrine,  and  later  he  held  a similar  position 
In  the  general  store  of  McCullough  & Ferrall, 
of  which  firm  his  father  was  Junior  member. 
The  father  finally  purchased  his  partner’s  in- 
terest in  the  enterprise,  which  was  thereafter 
continued  under  the  title  of  E.  Ferrall  & Son 
until  the  autumn  of  1872,  when  Junius  C. 
Ferrall,  the  junior  member  of  the  firm,  went  to 
Rockyford,  Colorado,  and  became  bookkeeper  in 
a general  store  which  supplied  the  requirements 
of  men  on  neighboring  cattle  ranches.  In  1874 
Judge  Ferrall  returned  home,  but  soon  after- 
ward he  accepted  a position  as  traveling  sales- 
man for  the  wholesale  mercantile  house  of  C. 
Atwell  & Company,  of  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania. 
He  remained  thus  engaged  until  the  spring  of 
1879,  when  he  returned  to  Carrollton  and  formed 
a partnership  with  James  T.  Smith,  with  whom 
he  was  associated  in  purchasing  the  general 
merchandise  business  here  previously  conducted 
by  Charles  Rukenbrod,  James  T.  Smith  and 
John  Couch.  The  firm  of  Smith  & Ferrall  con- 
tinued the  business  until  the  autumn  of  1880, 
when  Mr.  Ferrall  purchased  his  partner’s  in- 
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terest  and  assumed  full  control.  He  continued 
the  enterprise  until  1887,  when  he  was  elected 
judge  of  the  probate  court  of  Carroll  County, 
a a candidate  on  the  democratic  ticket.  To  in- 
sure the  proper  management  of  his  mercantile 
business  he  at  this  juncture  admitted  William 
M.  Shepherd  to  partnership,  and  after  having 
served  two  terms  as  probate  judge  he  purchased 
his  partner's  Interest  in  the  business,  of  which 
he  continued  the  executive  head  until  March, 
1898.  As  a leader  in  the  local  ranks  of  the 
democratic  party  Judge  Ferrall  was  a candidate 
for  presidential  elector  in  1884,  and  in  1897,  he 
again  led  a “forlorn  hope,”  as  democratic  can- 
didate for  state  senator. 

Judge  Ferrall  virtually  initiated  his  special 
activities  in  the  furtherance  of  the  industrial 
and  commercial  advancement  of  Carrollton 
when  he  became  one  of  the  organizers  of  the 
Carrollton  Granite  Brick  Company,  and  later 
his  progressiveness  and  liberality  were  further 
shown  by  his  becoming  one  of  the  incorporators 
of  the  Carrollton  Electric  Light  Company,  of 
which  he  continues  the  active  general  manager 
to  the  present  time.  He  was  one  of  the  pro- 
moters of  the  first  telephone  line  established  in 
Carroll  County,  in  1898,  and  became  an  official 
of  the  Carroll  County  Telephone  Company.  In 
1899  the  company  sold  its  equipment  and  busi- 
ness to  the  Bell  Telephone  Company.  Judge 
Ferrall  is  vice  president  of  the  Cummings  Trust 
Company  and  a director  of  the  Scio  Bank  Com- 
pany, of  Scio,  Harrison  County.  He  has  shown 
marked  initiative  and  administrative  ability,  as 
well  as  liberality,  in  the  promotion  of  measures 
and  enterprises  that  have  been  of  great  value 
in  furthering  the  progress  of  his  home  city  and 
county,  and  has  been  one  of  the  most  enthusi- 
astic in  the  promoting  of  the  “Greater  Carroll- 
ton." His  enthusiasm  has  been  potent  in  the 
commercial  awakening  of  Carrollton,  and  he 
well  merits  the  unqualified  esteem  in  which  he 
is  held  in  his  native  county.  Member  of  United 
Presbyterian  Church  and  Knights  of  Pythias 
Lodge. 

On  the  27th  of  September,  1877,  was  solem- 
nized the  marriage  of  Judge  Ferrall  to  Miss 
Emma  M.  Simpson,  daughter  of  Alexander  and 
Eliza  (Latta)  Simpson,  of  Carroll  County.  In 
conclusion  is  entered  brief  record  concerning  the 
children  of  Judge  and  Mrs.  Ferrall : Ida  A., 
who  was  born  February  9,  1880,  is  the  wife  of 
Harvey  S.  Allen,  of  Coraopolis,  Pennsylvania, 
and  they  have  three  children — Alary  M..  James 
F.  and  Ralph  W.  Edwin  S..  who  was  born  in 
June,  1881,  is  now  executive  head  of  the  E.  S. 
Ferrall  Company,  wholesale  and  retail  dealers 
in  grain,  feed  and  building  supplies,  at  Canton, 
Ohio;  he  married  Miss  Vern  Beatty  and  they 
have  had  four  children — Emma  Elizabeth, 
Junius  B.,  Robert  and  John  Edwin,  the  last 
mentioned  being  deceased.  Esina  A.,  who  was 
born  in  March,  1885,  is  the  wife  of  George 
Spanagel,  of  Canton,  Stark  County,  and  they 
have  four  children — Marian  Elizabeth,  Emma 
Louise,  Jane  Fredericka.  and  Pauline  Ethel. 
Mary  Latta  is  the  widow  of  John  H.  Ransberger, 
late  a member  of  the  firm  of  McCarty,  Arm- 
strong & Ransberger,  of  Canton,  Ohio. 


Hon.  Robert  G.  Kean.  Standing  prominent 
among  the  eminently  capable  and  intelligent  men 
who  have  been  active  in  the  administration  of 
the  public  affairs  of  Carroll  County  in  the  past 
Is  Hon.  Robert  G.  Kean,  a valued  and  highly 
esteemed  resident  of  Carroll,  now  living  retired 
from  all  business  or  political  cares.  A native 
of  Carroll  County,  he  was  bom,  April  25,  1844, 
in  Washington  Township,  a son  of  John  Kean, 
Jr.,  and  grandson  of  John  Kean,  Sr. 

Born  and  reared  in  Ireland,  John  Kean,  Sr., 
married  in  early  manhood,  and  soon  after  that 
important  event  was  Impressed  into  the  British 
army.  After  serving  therein  for  two  or  three 
years,  he  deserted,  and  came  on  a sailing  vessel 
to  America,  the  land  of  promise.  Locating  m 
Washington  County,  Pennsylvania,  he  taught 
school  for  awhile,  and  there.  In  1814,  was  re- 
joined by  his  wife  and  children.  Migrating 
with  his  family  to  Ohio,  he  lived  a short  time 
in  Salem,  from  there  coming  to  Washington 
Township,  Carroll  County,  where  he  leased  a 
tract  of  land,  and  in  addition  to  farming  taught 
school,  having  the  distinction  of  being  the  first 
teacher  in  the  county.  Subsequently  moving  to 
Bergholz,  Jefferson  County,  he  resided  there  the 
remainder  of  his  life.  He  was  a democrat  in 
politics,  but  not  an  office  seeker.  To  him  and 
his  wife,  whose  maiden  name  was  Mary  McNlel. 
nine  children  were  born,  some  in  Ireland  and 
some  in  Ohio,  their  names  being  as  follows: 
Mrs.  Jane  Kelley,  Mrs.  Rosanna  Sweany,  John. 
Jr..  Mrs.  Mary  A.  Miller,  Francis,  Mrs.  lsaoel 
Fulton,  Mrs.  Matilda  Wallace,  Daniel,  and 
William. 

John  Kean,  Jr.,  was  born  In  County  Antrim, 
Ireland,  came  with  his  mother  to  America,  and 
after  joining  his  father  in  Pennsylvania  came 
with  his  parents  to  Ohio.  Growing  to  man- 
hood in  Carroll  County,  he  was  educated  in  the 
rural  schools,  and  while  assisting  In  the  pioneer 
task  of  redeeming  a farm  acquired  a thorough 
knowledge  of  the  various  branches  of  agricul- 
ture. After  his  marriage  he  lived  on  rented 
land  until  1832,  when  he  purchased  the  160 
acres  of  land  subsequently  owned  by  his  son 
John,  and  the  160  acre  tract  in  section  2 now 
owned  by  his  son  Robert,  both  tracts  bei#; 
located  in  Washington  Township,  Carroll  Coun- 
ty, where  he  resided  until  his  death.  September 
19,  1847.  He  was  a republican  in  politics  and 
a member  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church. 

John  Kean,  Jr.,  married,  in  1827,  Jane 
McMaster.  who  was  bom  in  Washington  County, 
Pennsylvania.  December  5.  1809,  and  died  on 
the  home  farm,  in  Washington  Township, 
Carroll  County,  Ohio.  March  4.  1906.  Her 
parents,  George  and  Elizabeth  (George) 
McMaster,  came  to  Ohio  in  pioneer  times  from 
Washington  County,  Pennsylvania.  Ten  chil- 
dren were  born  to  John  Kean,  Jr.,  and  his  wife, 
namely:  James,  Mrs.  Mary  Donaldson,  Mrs. 
Elizabeth  McClellan.  Mrs.  Christian  Stephenson, 
Mrs.  Matilda  George,  Mrs.  Hannah  Crafts, 
Mrs.  Isabel  Carey,  John,  a farmer  in  Washington 
Township,  and  Robert  G.,  the  subject  of  this 
brief  sketch,  and  William,  who  became  a Pres- 
byterian minister. 

Growing  to  manhood  on  the  parental  farm, 
Robert  G.  Kean  attended  the  winter  terms  of 
the  district  schools,  gaining  a practical  educa- 
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tion.  Enlisting  for  service  in  the  Civil  war 
in  1862,  in  Company  H,  Ninety-eighth  Ohio 
Volunteer  Infantry,  he  was  subsequently  pro- 
moted, being  discharged  as  sergeant  of  his 
company.  Having  acquired  title  to  160  acres 
of  land  in  Washington  Township.  Carroll 
County,  he  was  actively  and  profitably  engaged 
in  general  farming  for  a number  of  seasons.  In 
1903  he  sold  a part  of  his  land,  disposing  of 
the  remainder  of  the  tract  In  1903,  and  has 
since  lived  retired  In  Carrollton,  where  he 
bought  his  present  home  property,  at  527  North 
Lisbon  Street. 

Influential  in  public  affairs,  Mr.  Kean  served 
as  Justice  of  peace  for  nearly  half  a century, 
first  in  Washington  Township,  and  later  in 
Carrollton.  In  1889  he  was  elected  to  the  State 
Legislature,  going  as  a representative  of  Carroll 
County,  and  was  re-elected  in  1891,  when  he 
represented  both  Carroll  and  Harrison  counties. 
He  introduced  the  bill  that  resulted  in  the 
building  of  the  courthouse  at  Cadiz.  Harrison 
County,  the  bill  being  bitterly  opposed,  but 
being  finally  passed  by  act  of  the  Legislature. 

Mr.  Kean  married.  March  30,  1869,  Sarah 
McBurney,  who  was  born  in  Monroe  Township, 
Carroll  County,  Ohio,  March  10,  1847.  Her 
parents,  Samuel  and  Sarah  Jane  McBurney, 
were  pioneer  settlers  of  that  township  and  well- 
to-do  farmers.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Kean  have  no 
children.  Politically  Mr.  Kean  supports  the 
principles  of  the  republican  party.  Religiously 
lie  and  his  wife  are  active  members  of  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church. 

Homer  J.  Richards.  For  over  twenty  years 
Mr.  Richards’  activities  have  made  him  a factor 
in  the  business  affairs  of  Carrollton,  where  he 
is  looked  upon  as  one  of  the  men  of  enterprise 
and  distinctive  leadership.  For  the  past  ten 
years  he  has  been  one  of  the  partners  and 
manager  of  the  L.  & M.  Rubber,  now  The  Tus- 
can Rubber  & Tire  Company  (see  history  of  the 
company). 

Mr.  Richards  was  born  at  Harlem  Springs  in 
Carroll  County  December  28,  1876.  Three 

generations  of  the  family  have  lived  in  the 
county  from  pioneer  times  to  date.  His  paternal 
grandfather,  Otho  Richards,  came  to  Carroll 
County  at  a very  early  time  and  married  Miss 
Elizabeth  Little.  He  spent  his  life  as  a farmer 
and  died  in  this  county.  John  Richards,  father 
of  Homer  J.,  was  horn  In  Carroll  County  in 
1842  and  soon  after  completing  his  education  in 
the  common  schools  he  enlisted  in  1861  in  the 
Eightieth  Ohio  Infantry.  He  was  in  service 
until  wounded  at  Corinth,  after  which  he  was 
granted  an  honorable  discharge,  but  subsequently 
reenlisted  in  the  One  Hundred  and  Ninetieth 
Ohio  Infantry  and  served  to  the  end  of  the  war. 
He  was  also  captain  of  a company  of  Home 
Guards.  He  was  an  active  republican,  a mem- 
ber of  the  Masonic  Order  and  he  and  his  wife 
were  Methodists.  John  Richards  married  Mary 
Hayes,  who  was  born  in  Carroll  County  in 
1843.  Her  father.  Richard  Ilayes,  and  wife 
were  natives  of  Ireland,  but  spent  their  active 
lives  in  Carroll  County.  Mrs.  Mary  Hayes 
Richards  is  still  living  in  Carrollton. 

In  the  old  community  w’here  he  was  born  at 
Harlem  Springs,  Homer  J.  Richards  spent  his 


youth,  and  in  addition  to  the  advantages  of  the 
local  schools  attended  Scio  College  one  year. 
As  a young  man  he  received  a good  commercial 
training  in  his  father’s  store,  and  when  the 
family  moved  to  Carrollton  in  1897  he  engaged 
in  the  hardware  business  and  was  an  active 
merchant  here  for  about  ten  years.  Following 
that  he  assisted  in  the  organization  of  the 
Carrollton  Savings  Company  and  remained  with 
that  institution  as  its  cashier  for  a year  and 
a half.  He  and  his  brother  Howard  Richards 
and  Doctor  Williams  then  bought  out  the  L.  & 
M.  Rubber  Company  in  1910  and  since  that 
date  Mr.  Richards  has  been  the  moving  spirit 
in  that  well  known  business. 

Politically  a republican,  he  has  never  sought 
the  cares  and  responsibilities  of  office.  He  is 
a Knight  Templar  Mason  and  a member  of  the 
Methodist  Church.  In  1904  he  married  Miss 
Martha  Lawler,  a daughter  of  J.  V.  Lawler. 
The  Lawler  family  is  one  of  prominence  in 
Carroll  County  and  more  is  said  of  them  on 
other  pages.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Richards  were 
born  six  children : John ; Emma,  who  died  at 
the  age  of  seven  years;  Joseph;  Mary;  Thomas, 
and  Martha. 

John  W.  Welling  has  been  a resident  of 
Harrison  County  from  the  time  of  his  birth, 
has  been  associated  with  progressive  farm  in- 
dustry in  the  county  and  since  1902  he  has  been 
successfully  established  In  the  lumber  business 
at  Scio,  a thriving  village  in  North  Township. 

Mr.  Welling  was  bom  in  Athens  Township, 
this  county,  November  14,  1858,  and  is  a son 
of  David  and  Mary  Elizabeth  (Black)  Welling, 
the  former  of  whom  was  born  in  Pennsylvania, 
where  was  solemnized  his  first  marriage,  of 
which  six  children  were  born.  From  the  old 
Keystone  State  he  came  as  a pioneer  to  Harrison 
County,  Ohio,  where  he  endured  the  full  tension 
of  arduous  toil  involved  in  the  reclaiming  of  a 
farm  from  the  forest,  and  wThere  he  eventually 
gained  a substantial  prosperity  as  an  exemplar 
of  agricultural  industry.  He  was  one  of  the 
honored  pioneer  citizens  of  the  county  at  the 
time  of  his  death,  in  1864.  Soon  after  his 
arrival  in  Ohio  his  first  wife  died,  and  later 
he  married  Mary  Elizabeth  Black  of  Guernsey 
County,  where  she  was  born  and  reared.  She 
survived  her  husband  about  eight  years  and 
was  summoned  to  the  life  eternal  in  the  year 
1872,  both  having  been  devout  members  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  and  numbered  among  the 
organizers  of  Nottingham  Church  of  this  de- 
nomination. In  politics  Mr.  Welling  was  a 
democrat.  David  and  Mary  Elizabeth  (Black) 
Welling  became  the  parents  of  seven  children  : 
Margaret  Jane  became  the  wife  of  Finley  S. 
Butler  and  is  now  deceased;  William  Wallace 
is  deceased : Nancy  Jane,  deceased,  was  the  wife 
of  Walker  Hollowell : Martha  A.  is  the  wife  of 
Joseph  White;  George  W.  was  a prosperous 
farmer  in  Washington  Township  and  is  now 
living  virtually  retired  at  Freeport.  Harrison 
County;  Harriet  Caroline  is  the  wife  of  John 
Cubitt,  now  residing  in  Iowa;  and  John  W., 
of  this  sketch,  is  the  youngest  of  the  number. 

John  W.  Welling  acquired  his  youthful  edu- 
cation in  the  district  schools  of  Athens  and 
Nottingham  townships,  and  was  six  years  old 
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at  the  time  of  his  father’s  death  and  fourteen 
years  old  at  the  time  of  his  mother’s  death.  He 
early  began  to  lend  his  constructive  aid  in  the 
work  of  the  home  farm  and  the  basic  industries 
of  agriculture  and  stock-raising  long  engaged 
his  attention  after  he  had  initiated  his  inde- 
pendent career.  His  marriage  occurred  in  1S79, 
and  thereafter  he  was  actively  identified  with 
farm  industry  in  Morefleld  and  Nottingham 
townships  until  1902,  when  he  removed  from 
his  farm  to  the  village  of  Scio,  where  he  has 
since  developed  a prosperous  business  in  the 
handling  of  lumber  and  builders’  supplies.  He 
is  one  of  the  progressive  and  public-spirited 
ditizens  of  the  village  and  has  served  as  presi- 
dent of  its  Board  of  Trustees  since  1918,  with 
effective  administration  of  the  municipal  gov- 
ernment. His  political  support  is  given  to  the 
democratic  party;  he  is  affiliated  with  the  Scio 
Lodge,  F.  & A.  M.,  Cadiz  Chapter  No.  171  Royal 
Arch  Masons,  and  also  with  the  Ancient  Ac- 
cepted Scottish  Rite  of  Steubenville.  In  his 
home  village  he  is  a member  also  of  the  lodges 
of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  and 
the  Knights  of  Pythias.  He  and  his  wife  are 
earnest  members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  in  their  home  village,  and  he  is  serving 
as  a steward  of  the  same. 

On  the  18th  of  December,  1879,  was  solem- 
nized the  marriage  of  Mr.  Welling  to  Miss  Sarah 
A.  Bartow,  daughter  of  Elijah  and  Margaret 
Bartow,  of  Harrison  County,  and  the  children 
of  this  union  are  five  in  number:  Cora  is  the 
wife  of  John  C.  Moore,  of  New  Philadelphia, 
Ohio ; Mary  is  the  wife  of  Rev.  George  W. 
Strothard,  a clergyman  of  the  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church,  and  at  the  time  of  this  writing 
they  reside  at  Cuba,  New  York,  where  Mr.  Stro- 
thard has  a pastoral  charge;  Grace  is  the  wife 
of  Rev.  Harry  L.  Dunlavy,  now  pastor  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  at  Coltauer,  New 
York;  Neva  is  the  wife  of  Buford  C.  Windom, 
who  is  engaged  in  the  drug  business  at  Russell, 
Kentucky ; and  Virginia  remains  at  the  parental 
home.  Of  Rev.  H.  L.  Dunlavy  It  may  further 
be  stated  that  when  the  nation  became  involved 
in  the  great  World  war  he  went  to  Europe  for 
service  with  the  Young  Men’s  Christian  Associa- 
tion. He  was  stationed  In  Russia  several 
months,  later  passed  three  months  in  the  city 
of  London,  and  held  the  position  of  secretary 
of  the  Young  Men’s  Christian  Association  dur- 
ing the  period  of  his  earnest  service  abroad. 

George  D.  Custer,  M.  D.,  has  been  engaged 
in  the  successful  practice  of  his  profession  at 
Scio,  Harrison  County,  since  1892,  and  has 
gained  secure  vantage-ground  as  one  of  the  able 
and  representative  physicians  and  surgeons  of 
his  native  county,  with  the  additional  prestige 
of  being  a scion  of  one  of  the  prominent  pioneer 
families  of  this  favored  section  of  the  Buckeye 
state. 

Doctor  Custer  was  born  in  Washington  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County.  November  10,  1851,  and 
is  a son  of  Robert  F.  and  Margaret  (Baker) 
Custer,  the  former  of  whom  was  born  at  New 
Rumley,  this  county,  and  the  latter  near  the 
village  of  Tippecanoe,  same  county,  she  having 
been  a daughter  of  George  and  Jane  (Birney) 


Baker  and  her  father  having  been  one  of  the 
sterling  pioneers  of  Washington  Township, 
where  he  and  his  wife  continued  to  reside  until 
their  death.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Baker  were  active 
members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  in 
the  faith  of  which  they  reared  their  eight  chil- 
dren, namely  : Mary,  Elizabeth,  Birney,  John, 
Margaret,  Sarah  and  Deborah. 

Robert  F.  Custer  was  a son  of  Jacob  and 
Sarah  (Webster)  Custer,  with  whose  names 
shall  ever  remain  pioneer  honors  in  this  section 
of  Ohio,  the  latter  having  been  a daughter  of 
William  Webster,  who  came  to  this  part  of  the 
state  in  a very  early  period.  Jacob  Custer  was 
born  at  Jessups,  Maryland,  where  his  father, 
Emanuel  Custer,  died  when  somewhat  more  than 
100  years  of  age.  At  an  early  period  in  the 
history  of  Ohio  Emanuel  Custer  made  a visit 
to  this  state,  where  he  took  up  a section  of 
government  land, — a property  which  he  later 
gave  to  his  daughters,  his  children  having  been 
six  in  number:  Jacob  (the  Harrison  County 
pioneer),  John  and  Emanuel  (died  in  Mary- 
land), Charlotte  (Mrs.  James  Cummings), 
Susan  (Mrs.  John  Hendricks),  and  Mary 
(Mrs.  Joseph  Cummings). 

Reared  and  educated  in  his  native  state, 
Jacob  Custer  there  learned  In  his  youth  the 
trade  of  blacksmith.  He  was  a young  man  when 
he  came  to  Ohio  and  settled  in  Rumley  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County,  where  he  took  up  wild 
land  and  instituted  the  development  of  a farm. 
He  reclaimed  his  land  to  cultivation,  and  in 
the  meanwhile  continued  to  follow  his  trade 
to  a greater  or  less  extent  He  was  the  founder 
of  the  village  of  New  Rumley.  which  he  platted, 
and  after  a number  of  years  had  passed  he 
removed  to  Jefferson  County,  though  he  eventu- 
ally returned  to  Rumley  Township,  where  he 
died  in  the  year  1862,  when  seventy- two  years 
of  age.  his  wife  having  died  In  1830,  at  the  age 
of  thirty-seven  years.  He  was  a brother  of 
John  Custer,  who  was  the  father  of  Gen.  George 
A.  Custer,  the  gallant  officer  and  intrepid  Indian 
fighter  who  met  his  death  in  the  historic  mas- 
sacre which  perpetuates  his  name.  Jacob  and 
Sarah  (Webster)  Custer  became  the  parents  of 
eight  children : William  Webster,  M.  D.,  was  for 
nearly  half  a century  engaged  in  the  practice 
of  his  profession  at  Scio,  Harrison  County,  and 
his  nephew,  Dr.  George  D.  Custer  of  this  sketch, 
became  his  virtual  successor;  Alexander  died 
at  the  age  of  four  years;  Stewart  F.  was  a resi- 
dent of  Conotton,  Harrison  County,  at  the 
time  of  his  death ; John  M.  and  Henry  L.  estab- 
lished their  home  in  New  Philadelphia,  Tus- 
carawas County,  Ohio;  Robert  F.  became  a 
merchant  at  Scio,  Harrison  County;  Isaac  N. 
became  a representative  dental  practitioner  at 
Westerville,  Franklin  County,  Ohio;  Vincent 
died  at  the  age  of  seven  months.  Jacob  Custer 
and  his  wife  were  devout  communicants  of  the 
Lutheran  Church  and  he  was  one  of  the 
founders  of  the  New  Rumley  Church  of  this 
denomination. 

Robert  F.  Custer  was  for  some  time  engaged 
in  the  mercantile  business  at  Perrysville,  Carroll 
County,  and  in  1874  he  established  at  Scio, 
Harrison  County,  the  general  merchandise  busi- 
ness which  continued  to  engage  his  attention 
during  the  remainder  of  his  active  career,  his 
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death  having  here  occurred  on  the  5th  of  Janu- 
ary, 1909,  and  his  wife  having  preceded  him  to 
eternal  rest.  Both  were  zealous  members  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  Of  the  lour 
children  Dr.  George  D.,  of  this  review,  is  the 
eldest;  Sarah  J.  was  the  wife  of  Dr.  G.  M. 
Weller  and  later  Joseph  Phillips;  Mary  Belle 
died  in  chidhood ; and  Rev.  Addison  R.,  a clergy- 
man of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  resides 
in  the  city  of  Dayton,  Ohio. 

Dr.  George  D.  Custer  gained  his  preliminary 
education  in  the  public  schools  of  Perrysville, 
Carroll  County,  and  Scio,  Harrison  County,  in 
which  later  village  he  also  attended  Scio  College. 
In  preparation  for  his  chosen  profession  he 
entered  Columbus  Medical  College,  in  the  capital 
city  of  his  native  state,  and  there  he  continued 
his  studies  two  years.  He  completed  his  techni- 
cal course  in  the  celebrated  Starling  Medical 
College,  now  the  medical  department  of  the 
University  of  Ohio,  in  which  institution  he  was 
graduated  as  a member  of  the  class  of  1879.  In 
1880,  after  thus  receiving  his  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Medicine,  he  entered  upon  his  professional 
novitiate  at  Uhrichsville,  Tuscarawas  County, 
where  he  developed  a good  practice  and  where 
he  remained  until  1892,  since  which  year  he 
has  continued  In  active  general  practice  at  Scio, 
with  a business  whose  scope  and  Importance 
attest  alike  his  professional  ability  and  zeal  and 
his  secure  hold  upon  popular  confidence  and 
esteem.  In  1902  he  opened  a well  equipped 
drug  store,  which  he  has  since  conducted  in 
connection  with  his  professional  work.  The 
Doctor  is  affiliated  with  the  Harrison  County 
Medical  Society,  the  Ohio  State  Medical  Society, 
and  the  American  Medical  Association.  He  has 
had  neither  time  nor  inclination  for  special 
political  activity,  but  Is  a staunch  supporter 
of  the  principles  of  the  republican  party  and  is 
loyal  and  progressive  as  a citizen.  He  and  his 
wife  hold  membership  In  the  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church  of  their  home  village  and  he  has 
served  twenty  years  as  a member  of  Its  boa ul 
of  trustees. 

On  the  10th  of  September,  1871,  was  solem- 
nized the  marriage  of  Doctor  Custer  to  Miss 
Jennie  C.  Kirby,  who  was  born  and  reared  in 
Carroll  County  and  who  is  a daughter  of  John 
and  Sarah  Kirby.  Doctor  and  Mrs.  Custer  have 
two  children:  Earle  E.  is  the  wife  of  Ross  It. 
Mortland,  of  Scio,  Ohio,  and  they  have  two 
children,  Paul  Custer  and  George  A. ; Layke  K , 
now  a resident  of  the  city  of  Detroit,  Michigan, 
married  Miss  Anna  Dickey  and  their  one  child 
is  living.  A daughter,  Lyllian  Earle,  died,  aged 
one  year;  a son,  George  D.,  named  in  honor  of 
his  paternal  grandfather. 

James  E.  Morrison  was  a resident  of  Harri- 
son County  from  his  boyhood  until  his  death, 
and  left  upon  the  community  the  impress  of 
strong,  noble  and  useful  manhood.  He  became 
one  of  the  representative  farmers  of  Freeport 
Township,  and  upon  his  fine  old  homestead 
form  he  continued  to  reside  until  his  death,  on 
the  23d  of  March,  1908.  Since  that  time  his 
widow  and  sons  have  effectively  continued  the 
management  of  the  farm,  which  comprises  161 
and  35/100  acres  and  which  Is  devoted  to  di- 
versified agriculture  and  stock-raising,  with 


special  emphasis  given  to  the  dairy  department 
of  the  progressive  farm  enterprises. 

James  E.  Morrison  was  born  in  Washington 
County.  Pennsylvania,  on  the  30th  day  of  Au- 
gust, 1856,  was  about  nine  years  of  age  at  the 
time  of  the  family  removal  to  Harrison  County, 
Ohio,  in  1864,  and  he  was  reared  to  manhood 
in  Freeport  Township,  the  while  he  was  given 
excellent  educational  advantages,  as  gauged  by 
the  standards  of  the  locality  and  period.  The 
genealogy  of  the  Morrison  family  of  Harrison 
County  traces  back  to  John  Morrison,  who  was 
born  and  reared  in  County  Antrim,  Ireland, 
where  he  became  a farmer  and  where  he  also 
followed  the  trade  of  stone  mason.  There  he 
married  Miss  Nancy  Taggart,  and  they  became 
the  parents  of  five  children — James,  Mary,  John, 
Nancy  and  Rachel.  Soon  after  the  death  of 
their  parents  Mary  and  John  came  to  America. 
In  the  late  ’30s  James  Morrison  married  Mary 
Ervin,  of  County  Antrim,  her  parents,  John 
and  Jane  (Wallace)  Ervin,  having  been  of 
Scotch  ancestry  and  their  religious  faith  having 
been  that  of  the  Seceder  Church,  as  it  was  then 
known.  In  the  year  1847  James  Morrison  came 
with  his  family  to  the  United  States  and  estab- 
lished his  home  in  Washington  County,  Penn- 
sylvania, where  he  engaged  in  farming  and 
where  he  also  followed  the  trade  of  stone  mason. 
Tn  September.  1864.  he  came  with  his  family 
to  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  and  purchased  the 
farm  in  Freeport  Township  that  later  was 
owned  by  his  son,  James  E.,  the  subject  of  this 
memoir.  Here  he  continued  his  activities  as  a 
farmer  during  the  remainder  of  his  active  life, 
and  here  his  death  occurred  October  19,  1886, 
his  widow  passing  away  December  13,  1889. 
Both  were  earnest  members  of  the  Covenanter 
Church,  and  his  political  views  were  in  con- 
sonance with  the  tenets  of  the  republican  party. 
They  became  the  parents  of  nine  children,  and 
the  four  who  attained  to  years  of  maturity  and 
survived  the  honored  parents  were  Samuel  W., 
Nannie  C.  (Mrs.  William  J.  Blackwood),  Jennie 
A.  (Mrs.  Marshall  McCall)  and  James  E. 

.James  E.  Morrison  was  a loyal  and  public- 
spirited  citizen,  was  a republican  in  his  political 
sentiment,  and  was  a zealous  and  influential 
member  of  the  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church 
at  Londonderry,  in  which  his  widow  and  sons 
likewise  hold  membership.  On  the  12th  of 
November.  1887.  Mr.  Morrison  wedded  Miss 
Jennie  M.  Forsythe,  who  was  born  and  reared 
in  Freeport  Township,  this  county,  and  who  Is 
a daughter  of  Wiliam  and  Rose  A.  (McKeown) 
Forsythe,  the  latter  a daughter  of  Alexander 
McKeown.  who  was  an  honored  pioneer  settler 
of  Harrison  County.  William  Forsythe  was  one 
of  the  representative  farmers  of  Freeport 
Township  at  the  time  of  his  death,  in  August, 
1871.  and  his  widow’s  death  occurred  In  Febru- 
ary of  the  following  year,  both  he  and  his  wife 
having  been  earnest  members  of  the  Reformed 
Presbyterian  Church,  in  which  he  served  as  an 
elder.  Of  the  children  of  William  and  Rose  A. 
Forsythe  the  following  brief  data  Is  available: 
Jennie  M..  widow  of  the  subject  of  this  memoir, 
was  born  September  20.  1863:  Arthur  M.,  who 
liecame  a prosperous  farmer  in  Guernsey 
County,  was  born  June  13.  1865;  Nannie  M.. 
who  was  born  March  26,  1867,  married  David 
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0.  Sleeth,  of  Guernsey  County,  now  deceased, 
her  second  marriage  being  to  George  Rapp,  a 
contractor  of  Cleveland,  Ohio;  and  William  A.t 
who  was  bora  January  29,  1869,  is  now  (1921) 
superintendent  of  the  city  schools  of  Canton, 
Ohio.  William  Forsythe  was  a son  of  Matthew 
and  Margaret  (Glenn)  Forsythe,  natives  re- 
spectively of  County  Antrim  and  County  Derry, 
Ireland.  Their  marriage  was  solemnized  in 
Pennsylvania,  whence  they  came  to  Ohio  *n 
October,  1840,  the  closing  years  of  their  lives 
having  been  passed  in  Harrison  County,  where 
Mr.  Forsythe  died  in  1874,  his  wife  having 
passed  away  in  1872,  and  both  having  been 
members  of  the  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church. 
Their  children  were  three  in  number — William, 
Jane  (Mrs.  Jesse  Alexander),  and  Margaret 
(Mrs.  James  Alexander). 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  James  E.  Morrison  became  the 
parents  of  three  children — Samuel  W.,  James 
R.  and  Ralph  M.,  the  last  named  having  died 
on  the  6th  of  June.  1918,  and  the  two  surviving 
sons  being  associated  in  the  management  of  the 
old  home  farm. 

James  R.  Morrison  was  born  on  the  farm 
which  is  now  his  place  of  residence,  and  the 
date  of  his  nativity  was  December  12,  1889. 
His  native  county  must  ever  honor  his  name 
by  reason  of  the  gallant  service  which  he  gave 
in  connection  with  the  nation’s  participation  in 
the  great  World  war.  He  entered  service  Octo- 
ber 6,  1917,  and  thereafter  was  stationed  at 
Camp  Sherman  until  the  10th  of  December, 
1917,  when  he  was  transferred  to  Camp  Han- 
cock, Georgia.  There  he  was  assigned  to  Com- 
pany H of  the  First  Motor  Mechanics  Regiment, 
with  which  he  embarked  February  8,  1918,  on 
the  Government  transport  “President  Lincoln” 
and  sailed  for  France.  It  is  worthy  of  inci- 
dental note  that  on  a later  return  trip  this 
vessel  was  sunk  by  the  enemy.  Mr.  Morrison 
landed  with  his  command  at  St.  Nazaire,  France, 
and  there  he  was  stationed  during  the  entire 
period  of  his  active  service  in  France.  He  was 
granted  furloughs  on  three  occasions,  and  on 
one  of  these  passed  ten  days  in  the  city  of 
Paris,  besides  which  he  availed  himself  of  the 
opportunity  of  visiting  the  great  battlefields  of 
Rheims,  Chateau  Thierry  and  Soissons.  On  the 
26th  of  June,  1918,  he  sailed  for  home,  and 
shortly  after  his  arrival  he  received  his  honor- 
able discharge,  on  the  14th  of  July,  1919,  at 
Camp  Sherman. 

The  Morrison  family  are  members  of  the  Re- 
formed Presbyterian  Church,  the  members  of 
which  denomination  do  not  vote,  for  the  reason 
that  Christ  is  not  acknowledged  in  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  United  States  as  King  of  Nations, 
or  the  Bible  accepted  as  the  Supreme  Law  of 
the  land. 

John  Ross  Rutledge.  Representing  one  of 
the  older  families  of  Carroll  County,  John  Ross 
Rutledge,  though  he  grew  up  at  the  old  home- 
stead in  Union  Township  has  found  his  work 
chiefly  in  Carrollton,  where  for  several  years 
past  he  has  been  in  charge  of  the  shipping 
department  of  the  Tuscan  Tire  & Rubber 
Company. 

Mr.  Rutledge  was  bom  in  Union  Township 
June  8,  1874,  son  of  William  and  Susannah 


(Buchanan)  Rutledge.  His  maternal  grand- 
parents were  John  and  Mary  Buchanan,  the 
former  born  in  1807  and  the  latter  in  1809. 
They  reached  Union  Township  at  an  early  day, 
and  lived  out  their  lives  in  the  county,  Mary 
Buchanan  dying  in  Union  Township,  while  he 
passed  away  in  Loudon  Township.  The  paternal 
grandparents  of  Mr.  Rutledge  were  Robert  and 
Jane  B.  Rutledge,  who  early  founded  a home 
in  Union  Township  and  lived  there,  useful  and 
honored  members  of  the  community  the  rest 
of  their  daya  William  Rutledge  was  bora  in 
Union  Township  in  1846,  and  spent  practically 
all  the  days  of  his  life  on  the  home  farm. 
Educated  in  public  schools,  he  lived  the  life  of 
a quiet  and  industrious  farmer,  and  died  hon- 
ored and  respected  in  1907.  Susannah  Bu- 
chanan, his  first  wife,  died  in  1884.  He  was 
a republican  in  politics  and  an  active  member 
of  the  Methodist  Church.  They  were  the  par- 
ents of  four  children : Charles  W. ; Mary  J., 
wife  of  Cornelius  Brackin;  John  Ross;  and  Ira 
Lee.  For  his  second  wife  William  Rutledge 
married  Lydia  M.  Tope,  who  is  still  living,  the 
mother  of  one  child,  Frank  H.  Rutledge. 

John  R.  Rutledge  grew  iip  on  the  homestead 
and  made  the  best  possible  use  of  the  advantages 
of  the  public  schools.  For  several  years  he 
followed  farming,  but  in  1907  came  to  Carroll- 
ton and  for  a number  of  years  was  an  express 
agent,  at  first  with  the  Pacific  Express  and 
later  with  Wells  Fargo  & Company.  Following 
that  for  three  years  he  was  a clerk  for  A.  J. 
Stoody,  and  in  1917  took  up  his  present  duties 
In  charge  of  the  shipping  department  of  the 
Tuscan  Tire  & Rubber  Company.  Mr.  Rutledge 
is  a republican  and  a member  of  the  Methodist 
Church. 

In  1897  he  married  Miss  Eva  E.  Tripp,  daugh- 
ter of  Sylvester  and  Mary  Tripp,  who  belonged 
to  the  era  of  early  settlement  in  Carroll  County. 
Her  father  is  still  living,  at  the  age  of  seventy- 
eight  years.  Mr.  Rutledge  had  the  misfortune 
to  lose  his  wife  January  9,  1917,  the  year  in 
which  they  would  have  celebrated  their  twen- 
tieth wedding  anniversary.  Two  children  were 
born,  Sylvia  Ann  and  Ralph  McRae.  The  son 
is  in  the  seventh  grade  of  the  Carrollton  schools. 
The  daughter,  who  finished  her  education  in 
the  Carrollton  High  School,  became  the  wife  of 
Clarence  Gotschnll.  Mr.  Gotschall  responded 
to  the  draft  in  1918,  but  a short  time  after  he 
began  training  at  Camp  Sherman  was  stricken 
and  died  with  the  influenza.  He  is  survived 
by  one  son,  Homer. 

Peter  A.  Cbumrine.  The  attractive  little  city 
of  Carrollton,  judicial  center  and  metropolis  of 
Carroll  County,  naturaly  has  made  distinct  ap- 
peal to  many  of  those  native  sons  who  have 
here  gained  substantial  success  in  connection 
with  farm  industry  and  who  have  finally  been 
justified  in  retiring  from  the  labors  and  exac- 
tions of  the  farm.  Thus  the  city  has  gained  a 
goodly  quota  of  sterling  retired  farmers,  and 
among  the  number  is  he  whose  name  introduces 
this  paragraph. 

Mr.  Crumrine  was  born  in  Perry  Township, 
this  county,  July  16,  1856,  and  is  a son  of  John 
and  Margaret  (Blnger)  Crumrine,  both  of  whom 
were  born  in  Pennsylvania.  Peter  and  Elizabeth 
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Crum rlne,  grandparents  of  the  subject  of  this 
sketch,  came  from  the  old  Keystone  State  to 
Carroll  County  in  the  pioneer  days  and  settled 
in  Lee  Township,  where  they  effected  the  de- 
velopment of  a productive  farm  and  where  they 
passed  the  remainder  of  their  lives.  They 
became  the  parents  of  six  sons — John,  Isaac, 
Henry,  Peter,  David  and  Madison,  and  also  of 
one  daughter,  Mrs.  Brown. 

John  Crumrine  was  a boy  at  the  time  when 
the  family  home  was  established  in  Carroll 
County,  and  here  he  eventually  became  a suc- 
cessful farmer,  as  the  owner  of  one  of  the 
excellent  farms  of  Perry  Township,  but  for 
more  than  a quarter  of  a century  he  devoted 
his  attention  to  the  operation  of  what  was 
known  as  the  Dawson  Mill  in  that  township, 
this  grist  mill  having  been  operated  by  water 
power.  In  Perry  Township  he  and  his  wife 
continued  their  residence  until  the  time  of 
their  deaths.  Both  were  originally  communi- 
cants of  the  Lutheran  Church,  but  later  united 
with  what  is  known  as  the  Christian  Union 
Church  in  Perry  Township.  Mr.  Crumrine  was 
in  the  100-days’  service  as  a soldier  in  the  Civil 
war,  and  in  later  years  maintained  active  affili- 
ation with  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic. 
His  political  support  was  given  to  the  republican 
party.  It  should  be  recorded  that  the  paternal 
and  maternal  great-grandparents  of  Peter  A. 
Crumrine  were  bora  and  reared  in  Germany 
and  immigrated  to  America  about  the  year  1812. 
John  and  Margaret  (Binger)  Crumrine  became 
the  parents  of  nine  children — Mary,  Jane,  Frank, 
Emma,  Spencer,  Peter  A.,  Elizabeth,  John  and 
Belle. 

Peter  A.  Crumrine  found  his  childhood  and 
youth  compassed  by  the  influences  of  the  home 
farm  and  profited  duly  by  the  advantages 
afforded  in  the  public  schools  of  his  native  town- 
ship. He  has  been  specially  vigorous  and  pro- 
gressive as  a farmer,  his  first  farm,  of  ninety- 
four  acres,  having  been  in  Loudon  Township, 
and  later  his  operations  having  been  continued 
on  a farm  of  108  acres  east  of  Carrollton  m 
Center  Township.  He  also  became  the  owner  of 
property  in  the  city  of  Carrollton.  He  finally 
sold  his  farm  in  Center  Township  and  there- 
after resided  at  Carrollton  about  four  years.  He 
then  purchased  a tract  of  thirty-five  acres  in 
Center  Township,  and  this  property  he  Improved 
by  the  erection  of  a modern  house  and  other 
good  farm  buildings.  On  this  model  little  farm 
he  continued  to  reside  until  1920,  when  he  sold 
the  property  and  purchased  his  present  attrac- 
tive residence  at  434  South  Lisbon  Street,  Car- 
rollton, where  he  is  now  living  retired.  He  is 
a staunch  democrat,  and  while  residing  in 
Loudon  Township  he  served  several  terms  as 
township  trustee.  Both  he  and  his  wife  are 
active  members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  in  their  home  city. 

October  14,  1875,  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Crumrine  to  Miss  Martha  M.  Abel,  who 
was  bom  in  Perry  Township,  this  county,  May 
28,  1853,  a daughter  of  Nathan  and  Ruth  Ellen 
(Crim)  Abel,  both  likewise  natives  of  Carroll 
County.  Conrad  Abel,  grandfather  of  Mrs. 
Crumrine,  was  one  of  the  pioneer  settlers  in 
Loudon  Township,  where  be  and  his  wife  con- 
tinued to  reside  until  their  deaths.  The 


maternal  grandparents,  Charles  and  Christens 
(Abel)  Crim,  likewise  became  early  settlers  of 
Loudon  Township,  where  they  passed  the  residue 
of  their  lives.  Nathan  Abel  remained  on  his 
farm  until  his  death  and  was  one  of  the  sub- 
stantial farmers  and  influential  citizens  of 
Loudon  Township.  His  political  allegiance  was 
given  to  the  democratic  party,  and  both  he  and 
his  wife  were  communicants  of  the  Lutheran 
Church.  Of  their  eleven  children  William  and 
Emeline  died  In  infancy,  the  names  of  the  other 
children  being  here  entered  in  respective  order 
of  their  births:  Margaret,  Angeline,  Minerva, 
Martha  Ann,  Jacob,  Ruth  Ellen,  Laura,  George 
and  Florence  Olive.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Crumrine 
have  no  children. 

N.  A.  Smith  owns  and  resides  upon  a well 
improved  farm  of  105  acres  in  Cadiz  Township, 
and  in  Stock  Township  he  owns  also  one-half 
of  the  old  homestead  farm  of  120  acres,  on 
which  he  was  bora,  the  date  of  his  nativity 
having  been  February  15,  1857.  He  is  one  of 
the  popular  representatives  of  a family  that 
was  founded  in  this  county  nearly  a century 
ago,  and  is  a son  of  John  P.  and  Anna  (Welch) 
Smith,  the  former  of  whom  was  bora  in  Stock 
Township,  on  the  same  farm  that  later  figured 
as  the  birthplace  of  his  own  children,  and  the 
date  of  his  birth  was  February  22,  1822.  His 
wife  was  born  in  Franklin  Township,  a mem- 
ber of  another  of  the  sterling  pioneer  families 
of  Harrison  County.  John  P.  Smith  was  a son 
of  Daniel  and  Elizabeth  (Perl go)  Smith,  whose 
marriage  was  solemnized  In  the  State  of  Mary- 
land. Daniel  Smith  was  born  in  the  year  1774, 
either  in  Germany  or  Maryland,  from  which 
state  he  finally  removed  to  Pennsylvania,  where 
he  remained  until  1818.  when  he  came  with  his 
family  to  Ohio  and  settled  In  Jefferson  County, 
whence  in  1821  he  came  to  the  present  Harrison 
County  and  entered  an  entire  section  of  Gov- 
ernment land  in  Stock  Township,  where  he 
and  his  sons  reclaimed  much  of  the  tract  from 
the  forest  and  developed  productive  farms.  He 
was  one  of  the  organizers  of  the  First  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  in  his  township  and  was  zeal- 
ous and  libera]  in  its  support,  as  well  as  one 
of  its  influential  members.  He  was  a staunch 
democrat  in  politics,  and  as  an  enterprising  and 
forward-looking  citizen  he  contributed  much  to 
the  initial  development  of  Hhrrison  County 
along  both  civic  and  industrial  lines.  He  died 
on  the  14th  of  July,  1856,  and  his  remains  were 
the  first  to  be  interred  in  the  cemetery  at  Pleas- 
ant Valley.  The  names  of  Daniel  Smith  and 
his  wife  have  high  place  on  the  roll  of  the 
honored  pioneers  of  this  now  favored  section 
of  the  Buckeye  State.  They  became  the  parents 
of  ten  children:  William  P.,  Joab,  Maria,  Har- 
riet, Millie,  James,  Joel  Jesse,  Nathan  and 
John  P. 

John  P.  Smith  remained  on  the  old  home 
farm  until  1858,  when  he  removed  to  an  ad- 
joining farm,  which  continued  to  be  his  place 
of  residence  during  the  remainder  of  his  sig- 
nally active  and  useful  life.  He  became  the 
owner  of  a valuable  landed  estate  of  475  acres, 
the  greater  portion  of  which  he  retained  until 
his  death,  and  he  was  one  of  the  leading  farmers 
and  influential  citizens  of  Stock  Township, 
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where  he  served  several  years  as  township 
trustee.  Both  he  and  his  wife  were  active 
members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  at 
Pleasant  Valley.  They  became  the  parents  of 
ten  children:  Margaret  E.  became  the  wife  of 
Lewis  Brown;  William  K.  became  a successful 
physician  and  surgeon  at  Deersville,  Harrison 
County;  Susan  is  the  wife  of  B.  W.  Havener; 
Mary  Jane  married  Samuel  Miller;  Edna  is  the 
wife  of  John  Logan;  Amanda  was  the  next  in 
order  of  birth ; N.  A.  is  the  Immediate  subject 
of  this  sketch;  McKinney  resides  In  Harrison 
County;  Martha  is  the  wife  of  William  E. 
Cramlet;  and  David  is  engaged  in  the  practice 
of  medicine  at  Newark,  Licking  County. 

In  Stock  Township  N.  A.  Smith  profited  fully 
by  the  advantages  afforded  In  the  public  schools, 
and  his  entire  active  career  has  been  marked 
by  close  and  successful  association  with  farm 
industry  in  his  native  county.  He  continued 
a farmer  in  Stock  Township  until  1892,  when 
he  purchased  and  removed  to  his  present  well 
improved  farm  in  Cadiz  Township.  The  house 
on  the  place  was  erected  before  he  came  into 
possession  of  the  property,  but  the  other  excel- 
lent farm  buildings  have  been  erected  by  him 
and  indicate  his  progressiveness  as  well  as  the 
prosperity  that  has  attended  his  well  directed 
activities  as  an  agriculturist  and  stock  grower. 
As  before  stated,  he  also  owns  a part  of  the 
old  home  farm  on  which  he  was  born,  in  Stock 
Township,  Mr.  Smith  has  a I wavs  taken  a 
loyal  interest  in  community  affairs,  though 
never  a seeker  of  official  preferment,  his  politi- 
cal allegiance  being  given  to  the  republican 
party,  and  he  and  his  wife  being  members  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

In  December,  1883,  Mr.  Smith  was  united  in 
marriage  to  Miss  Kate  McGuire,  a daughter  of 
Sampson  McGuire,  of  Stock  Township,  and  they 
became  the  parents  of  three  children:  Carl  C.. 
Mary  and  John.  Carl  C.  Smith  was  one  of  the 
gallant  young  Americans  who  sacrificed  their 
lives  in  the  great  World  war,  and  the  name  of 
this  patriotic  young  man  shall  ever  be  held  in 
high  honor  In  his  native  county  and  state.  He 
entered  service  in  July,  1917,  and  was  made 
first  lieutenant  in  the  medical  corps  with  the 
Thirty-seventh  Division  of  the  American  Ex- 
peditionary Forces  In  France,  where  he  was  in 
active  service  in  the  sanguinary  campaigns  of 
the  Argonne  Forest  and  the  St.  Mihiel  sector. 
He  died  in  France  February  17,  1919,  and  the 
grief  of  his  parents,  his  young  wife  and  his 
many  friends  is  tempered  by  the  memory  of 
his  heroic  service  and  tragic  death  in  the  cause 
of  humanity.  He  went  with  his  command  to 
France  in  July,  1918,  and  there  remained  until 
his  death.  His  body  lies  interred  in  the  blood- 
stained soil  of  heroic  France.  He  married  Miss 
Lottie  Punteny,  who  remains  in  Harrison 
County,  and  is  survived  also  by  their  two  chil- 
dren, John  P.  and  Martha  C.  Mary,  only 
daughter  of  the  subject  of  this  review,  is  the 
wife  of  John  E.  Warren.  John,  the  surviving 
son.  remains  at  the  parental  home. 

Liverton  O.  Snyder,  whose  whole  life  has 
been  spent  in  Harrison  County,  where,  begin- 
ning at  the  bottom  of  the  agricultural  ladder,  he 
has  progressed  through  his  innate  qualities  of 


industry,  perseverance,  economy  and  integrity 
to  the  ownership  of  a highly  productive  farm  in 
Freeport  Township  and  the  position  of  a sub- 
stantial, influential  and  useful  member  of  the 
community,  was  born  in  Nottingham  Township, 
Harrison  County,  November  7,  1862,  a son  of 
Levi  and  Rhoda  (Bell)  Snyder. 

George  Snyder,  the  paternal  grandfather  of 
Liverton  O.  Snyder,  was  born  in  Lancaster 
County,  Pennsylvania,  whence  he  moved  with 
his  wife,  Polly,  to  Coshocton  County,  Ohio,  when 
his  family  was  still  small,  and  there  passed  the 
rest  of  his  life  In  farming.  He  and  his  worthy 
wife  were  consistent  members  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  and  the  parents  of  five  children : 
Levi,  Samuel,  Margaret,  Hannah  and  another 
daughter.  Levi  Snyder  was  born  in  Lancaster 
County,  Pennsylvania,  and  was  still  a child 
when  taken  by  his  parents  to  Coshocton  County, 
Ohio.  There  he  secured  his  education  in  the 
public  schools  and  carried  on  farming  until  his 
marriage,  following  which  he  moved  to  Not- 
tingham Township,  Harrison  County,  and  took 
charge  of  his  father-in-law’s  farm.  There  his 
wife  died  In  1875,  and  in  1876  he  returned  to 
Coshocton  County,  Ohio,  for  one  year,  after 
which  he  came  back  to  Harrison  County, 
settling  in  Freeport  Township,  where  he  was 
engaged  in  farming  until  his  death.  He 
died  in  1891,  In  the  faith  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church.  Mr.  Snyder  married  for  his 
first  wife  Miss  Rhoda  Bell,  who  was  born  in 
Nottingham  Township,  Harrison  County,  a 
daughter  of  Alexander  Bell.  Mr.  Bell  was  one 
of  the  pioneers  of  Nottingham  Township,  to 
which  community  he  came  alone  and  settled  on 
a tract  of  land  on  which  but  two  acres  had 
been  cleared.  Here  he  erected  a small  log  cabin, 
and  then  returned  to  his  eastern  home  and 
brought  back  his  wife  and  two  children,  and 
settled  down  to  agricultural  pursuits,  in  which 
he  was  engaged  during  the  remainder  of  ms 
life.  He  was  one  of  the  substantial  men  of  his 
community  and  a faithful  member  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church,  having  helped  to  build  the  first 
church  of  that  faith  in  his  adopted  township. 
He  and  his  worthy  wife  were  the  parents  of 
seven  children : Alexander,  Liverton,  Colmer, 

Robert,  Hiram,  Rhoda  and  Sarah  Jane.  Levi 
and  Rhoda  (Bell)  Snyder  became  the  parents 
of  four  children:  Sarah  Jane,  who  married 

J.  E.  Lafferty;  Anna  Bell,  who  married  M.  M. 
Richie,  Liverton,  Ohio;  and  Leora,  who  married 
Boyd  Kerr.  After  the  death  of  his  first  wife 
Mr.  Snyder  married  Julia  A.  Moore. 

Liverton  O.  Snyder  attended  the  public  schools 
of  Nottingham  township  and  Freeport  township, 
and  as  a young  man  engaged  in  agricultural  pur- 
suits on  his  own  account.  On  October  22,  1891, 
he  was  united  in  marriage  with  Laura  A.  Longs- 
worth,  daughter  of  Warren  and  Mary  (Smith) 
Longsworth,  natives  of  Guernsey  County,  and 
granddaughter  of  Basil  and  Elizabeth  (Boyer) 
Longsworth  and  John  and  Elizabeth  (Edwards) 
Smith.  Warren  Longsworth  was  born  in  l«S3i, 
and  spent  his  entire  life  in  agricultural  opera- 
tions on  the  farm  on  which  he  was  bom  in 
Washington  Township.  He  and  his  wife  were 
members  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church 
and  the  parents . of  the  following  children: 
Laura  A..  Tlysses  S.  Grant,  John  W..  El  wood  R.. 
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and  Mary  Elizabeth.  During  the  first  year  after 
their  marriage  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Snyder  moved  to 
Guernsey  County,  where  they  spent  one  year, 
then  returning  to  Freeport  Township,  Harrison 
County,  where  they  have  continued  to  maintain 
their  home.  During  the  past  twenty-five  years 
they  have  resided  on  their  present  well-culti- 
vated farm  of  144  acres.  Mr.  Snyder  has  met 
with  success  in  his  farming  and  stock  raising 
operations,  his  good  management  and  modern 
methods  having  combined  with  his  industry  to 
bring  him  prosperity.  He  is  well  known 
throughout  his  section  of  Harrison  County,  and 
w'itbin  his  wide  circle  of  acquaintance  enjoys 
the  reputation  of  an  intelligent,  upright,  public- 
spirited  and  well-disposed  citizen. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Snyder  are  the  parents  of  one 
son:  Seth  L.,  born  February  8,  1894,  a farmer 

of  Freeport  Township.  He  married  Miss  Belle 
Cummins  and  has  one  child,  Ruth  Marian.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Snyder  are  consistent  members  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  at  Freeport,  the  move- 
ments of  which  they  have  supported  liberally. 
Having  managed  his  own  affairs  so  capably,  he 
has  been  called  upon  by  his  fellow-citizens  to 
manage  public  matters,  and  during  a period  of 
seven  years  was  a member  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  Freeport  Township. 

Mahlon  Shaw.  In  the  vigorous  little  indus- 
trial city  of  Minerva,  situated  on  the  line  be- 
tween Carroll  and  Stark  counties,  is  essentially 
one  of  the  most  influential  citizens  and  men  of 
affairs,  as  he  is  here  vice-president  of  the  Mi- 
nerva Savings  & Trust  Company,  one  of  the  sub- 
stantial financial  institutions  of  this  part  of  the 
state,  and  is  also  vice  president  of  the  Owen 
China  Company,  a substantial  manufacturing 
concern. 

Mr.  Shaw  was  born  in  Washington  Township, 
Carroll  County,  Ohio,  August  23,  1844,  and  is  a 
representative  of  a prominent  and  honored  pio- 
neer family  of  this  county.  He  is  a son  of  Jo- 
siah C.  and  Maria  (Walton)  Shaw,  the  former 
of  whom  was  born  in  Jefferson  County,  Ohio, 
October  30,  1816,  and  the  latter  was  born  in 
Augusta  Township,  Carroll  County,  August  6, 
1823,  a daughter  of  Gabriel  and  Mary  (Town- 
send) Walton. 

Josiah  C.  Shaw  was  a son  of  Nathan  and 
Ruth  (Crawford)  Shaw,  whose  names  have  high 
place  on  the  roll  of  the  sterling  pioneers  of  Car- 
roll  County.  Nathan  Shaw  and  his  wife  were 
both  natives  of  Fayette  County,  Pennsylvania, 
where  the  former  was  born  June  17,  1777,  and 
the  latter  July  25,  1782.  their  marriage  having 
there  been  solemnized  on  the  15th  of  May,  1802. 
Nathan  Shaw  was  for  a time  engaged  in  boat- 
building on  the  Monongahela  River  in  Pennsyl- 
vania, and  it  was  in  the  early  part  of  the 
nineteenth  century  that  he  came  with  his  wife  to 
Ohio  and  settled  In  Jefferson  County,  and  when 
a few  years  later  they  came  to  the  present  Car- 
roll  County  and  numbered  themselves  among 
the  earliest  settlers  in  Washington  Township, 
which  was  at  that  time  an  untrammeled  forest 
wild.  Mr.  Shaw  reclaimed  a farm  from  the 
forest,  and  concerning  him  the  following  state- 
ments have  been  written:  “Nathan  Shaw  was 

one  of  the  best  farmers  of  his  section  and  time. 
He  took  great  pride  in  fruit-growing  and  devel- 


oped one  of  the  finest  pioneer  orchards  in  Car- 
roll  County.  The  public  road  through  his  prem- 
ises was  lined  with  black-morella  cherry  trees, 
and  his  apple  orchard  consisted  of  numerous 
varieties  of  the  choicest  kinds.”  Mr.  Shaw’s 
death  occurred  October  28,  1853,  his  wife  having 
passed  aw’ay  October  13,  183G,  the  remains  of 
both  being  interred  in  the  Herrington  Cemetery 
in  Augusta  Township,  where  the  first  grave  was 
that  of  their  son-in-law,  George  Long,  who  was 
accidentally  shot  and  killed  in  October,  1823, 
while  hunting  deer  in  that  township.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Shaw  became  the  parents  of  one  son  and 
six  daughters:  Mary  became  the  wife  of  George 
Long,  mentioned  above,  and  after  his  tragic 
death  she  finally  married  John  Morgan,  with 
whom  she  removed  to  Scioto  County,  where  she 
passed  the  remainder  of  her  life;  Cassandra 
married  Simeon  Westfall,  and  both  were  resi- 
dents of  Carroll  County  at  the  time  of  their 
deaths;  Elizabeth  became  the  wife  of  Robert 
Denniston.  and  her  remains  rest  in  Corinth 
Cemetery  at  Mechanicstown;  Christena,  the  wife 
of  Joseph  Caskey,  remained  in  Carroll  County 
until  her  death;  Margaret,  wife  of  Silas  Caskey, 
likewise  died  in  this  county : Josiah  C.,  the  only 
son,  was  the  next  in  order  of  birth;  and  Mary, 
who  first  married  Peter  Abrahams  and  after  his 
death  became  the  wife  of  Henry  Pedler,  was  a 
resident  of  Columbiana  County  at  the  time  of 
her  death. 

Josiah  C.  Shaw  was  reared  to  manhood  on  the 
pioneer  farm  of  his  father  and  gained  his  edu- 
cation in  the  common  schools  of  the  locality  and 
period.  He  was  a boy  at  the  time  of  the  fam- 
ily removal  to  Carroll  County,  and  he  so  effec- 
tively applied  himself  to  his  studies  that  he 
became  eligible  for  pedagogic  honors  and  as  a 
young  man  was  for  several  years  a successful 
teacher  in  the  rural  schools.  He  became  one  of 
the  representative  farmers  of  Washington 
Township,  where  also  he  operated  a saw  mill  ior 
a number  of  years.  In  1852  he  removed  with  his 
family  to  Brown  Township,  where  eventually  he 
became  the  owner  of  a fine  landed  estate  of 
nearly  GOO  acres,  on  which  he  erected  a large 
residence  on  the  line  between  Brown  and  Au- 
gusta Townships.  There  his  death  occurred  on 
the  10th  of  January,  1.883,  and  his  remains  rest 
in  the  cemetery  at  Minerva.  He  was  one  of  the 
progressive  and  influential  men  of  the  county, 
was  first  a whig  and  later  a republican  in  poli- 
tics, and  he  filled  various  offices  of  local  trust, 
besides  having  been  elected  ni  1870  a member 
of  the  Board  of  Equalization  for  Carroll  and 
Stark  counties.  He  was  a charter  member  of 
Oak  Ridge  Grange  No.  661,  and  in  connection 
with  his  farm  enterprise  he  became  one  of  the 
leading  sheep-growers  of  this  section  of  the 
state.  A man  of  generous  and  affable  nature, 
tolerant  and  kindly  in  all  of  the  relations  of 
life,  he  commanded  the  unqualified  confidence 
and  esteem  of  all  who  knew  him  and  his  mem- 
ory is  held  in  lasting  honor  in  the  county 
that  represented  his  home  during  virtually  Ills 
entire  life.  His  widow,  who  will  celebrate  on 
the  6th  of  August,  1921,  the  ninety-eighth  anni- 
versary of  her  birth,  still  resides  in  Carroll 
County,  ns  one  of  the  most  venerable  and  re- 
vered pioneer  women  of  her  native  county,  she 
being  held  in  affectionate  regard  by  all  who 
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have  come  within  the  compass  of  her  gentle 
and  gracious  influence.  Mrs.  Shaw  is  a daugh- 
ter of  Gabriel  and  Mary  (Townsend)  Walton, 
both  natives  of  Pennsylvania,  where  the  former 
was  bom  November  17,  1777,  of  English  lineage, 
and  the  latter  September  8,  1781,  of  Welch  an- 
cestry. The  marriage  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Walton 
was  solemnized,  March  12,  1801,  at  New  Garden, 
Columbiana  County,  Ohio  Territory,  and  they 
became  the  parents  of  eleven  children.  After 
their  marriage  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Walton  returned 
to  Pennsylvania,  where  they  remained  three 
years  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia.  They  then 
came  again  to  Columbiana  County,  Ohio,  whence, 
about  the  year  1815  they  came  to  Carroll  County, 
where  Mr.  Walton  took  up  640  acres  of  Govern- 
ment land  in  the  present  Augusta  Township. 
Here  he  died  April  18,  1845,  and  his  widow 
passed  away  November  15,  1862. 

Josiah  C.  and  Maria  (Walton)  Shaw  became 
the  parents  of  four  children:  Jesse  W.,  who 

was  bom  in  Washington  Township  August  26, 
1842,  developed  one  of  the  finest  farm  properties 
in  Brown  Township  and  Is  one  of  the  venerable 
and  honored  citizens  of  his  native  county,  where 
he  has  continuously  , maintained  his  residence 
save  for  a period  of  fifteen  years  passed  in  the 
city  of  Alliance,  Stark  County.  He  was  a gal- 
lant soldier  of  the  Union  in  the  Civil  war,  in 
which  he  served  as  a member  of  Company  F, 
One  Hundred  and  Twenty-sixth  Ohio  Volunteer 
Infantry.  He  took  part  in  many  important  en- 
gagements, including  the  battle  of  the  Wilder- 
ness, in  which  he  received  a severe  wound  which 
fractured  the  bones  of  his  right  leg  and  incapaci- 
tated him  for  further  service,  besides  entailing 
injury  that  has  caused  him  a measure  of  trou- 
ble during  his  later  life.  He  has  been  an  appre- 
ciative and  honored  member  of  the  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic  for  many  years.  Mahlon  Shaw, 
immediate  subject  of  this  review,  was  the  second 
son.  Eli  D.  likewise  upheld  the  prestige  of  the 
family  name  in  connection  with  farm  industry 
In  Carroll  County,  and  he  served  twenty  years 
as  county  surveyor.  He  achieved  distinctive 
success  in  life  and  was  president  of  the  Minerva 
Savings  & Trust  Company  at  the  time  of  his 
death  In  1915,  at  the  age  of  sixty-three  years. 
Ida  Theona,  the  only  daughter,  was  born  March 
19,  1860,  and  she  died  on  the  8th  of  April,  1876, 
at  the  age  of  sixteen  yeara 

Mahlon  Shaw  was  reared  on  the  old  home 
farm  and  received  the  advantages  of  the  district 
schools  and  of  well  conducted  seminaries  at 
Minerva  and  Malvern,  after  which  he  entered 
Mount  Union  College,  in  which  he  was  gradu- 
ated as  a member  of  the  class  of  1871.  In  the 
meanwhile  it  had  been  his  to  give  four  months 
of  service  as  a soldier  of  the  Union  in  the  Civil 
war.  In  May,  1864,  he  enlisted  as  a private  in 
Company  K,  One  Hundred  and  Fifty-seventh 
Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry  with  which  he  con- 
tinued in  service  until  the  close  of  his  term, 
when  he  received  his  honorable  discharge.  After 
leaving  college  he  was  for  a time  employed  in 
a white-lead  factory  at  Alliance,  Stark  County, 
and  in  1872  became  actively  associated  with 
operations  in  the  oil  fields  of  Butler  County, 
Pennsylvania,  where  his  original  service  was  in 
the  drilling  of  wells.  He  continued  his  alliance 
with  the  great  oil  industry  about  thirty-five 


years,  and  he  achieved  marked  success  in  which 
connection  his  operations  extended  into  Ken- 
tucky and  Indiana,  as  well  as  in  Pennsylvania. 
He  became  well  known  as  a successful  oil  opera- 
tor and  was  a member  of  leading  oil  exchanges 
in  Pennsylvania.  In  1908  Mr.  Shaw  became  a 
substantial  stockholder  in  the  Owen  China  Com- 
pany of  Minerva,  and  after  having  served  for 
some  time  as  its  president  and  treasurer  he 
abated  his  executive  activities  to  a certain  ex- 
tent, though  he  is  still  a director  of  the  com- 
pany and  as  its  vice  president  is  influential  in 
the  directing  of  its  policies.  He  has  been  for 
about  fifteen  years  actively  identified  also  with 
the  Minerva  Savings  & Trust  Company,  of  which 
he  became  vice  president  upon  the  death  of  his 
brother  Eli  D.,  who  had  been  its  president. 

In  politics,  though  never  animated  by  any  de- 
sire for  official  preferment,  Mr.  Shaw  is  a 
staunch  republican,  and  as  a liberal  and  public- 
spirited  citizen  he  takes  deep  interest  in  all 
things  pertaining  to  the  welfare  of  his  native 
county,  where  his  circle  of  friends  is  limited 
only  by  that  of  his  acquaintances,  his  popular- 
ity being  not  curtailed  by  reason  of  the  fact 
that  he  has  remained  in  the  ranks  of  eligible 
bachelors. 

Joseph  F.  Strausbaugh.  To  those  who  have 
never  had  the  opportunity  of  visiting  a modern 
Harrison  County  farm,  the  mention  of  farming 
may  bring  to  mind  a team  of  hot,  tired  horses, 
a hand  plow  and  a horny-handed,  dusty  son  of 
the  soil,  toiling  endlessly  from  sun-up  to  sunset. 
Those  who  have  such  ideas  would  be  consider- 
ably surprised  if  they  visited  the  farm  of  Joseph 
F.  Strausbaugh  of  Archer  township,  where  they 
would  find  powerful  machinery  taking  the  place 
of  the  ordinary  plow  of  former  years,  and  com- 
fort and  recreation  in  plenty  for  the  farmer  and 
his  family.  No  longer  are  the  rural  districts 
isolated.  First  the  telephone  and  then  the  auto- 
mobile brought  the  farmer  into  close  contact 
with  the  centers  of  industry,  and  many  who  in 
former  years  left  the  farm  for  the  city  are  re- 
turning to  the  soil,  realizing  that  the  land 'makes 
better  returns  for  the  time  and  money  expended 
upon  it,  and  at  the  same  time  affords  healthful 
and  happy  living  conditions  difficult  to  secure 
in  the  more  congested  districts. 

Joseph  F.  Strausbaugh  belongs  to  a family  of 
agriculturalists,  and  he  was  bora  in  his  present 
county,  in  Green  Township,  on  July  17,  1852,  a 
son  of  Michael  Strausbaugh,  who  was  born  in 
Adams  County,  Pennsylvania,  in  1811,  and  died 
in  Archer  Township,  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  in 
1870.  His  wife,  who  was  Mary  Morehead  before 
her  marriage,  was  bora  in  Adams  County,  Penn- 
sylvania, a daughter  of  James  Morehead.  Mi- 
chael Strausbaugh  was  one  of  the  early  settlers 
of  Green  Township,  but  in  1864  moved  to  Archer 
Township,  which  continued  to  be  his  home  the 
remainder  of  his  life.  He  and  his  wife  had  the 
following  children  : Daniel  S.,  James  M.,  Joseph 
F.,  and  Mary  Jane,  who  married  Charles  Dud- 
geon. The*  parents  were  Presbyterians,  and 
reared  the  children  in  the  faith  of  that  church. 

Joseph  F.  Strausbaugh  attended  the  district 
schools  of  Green  and  Archer  townships,  and  at 
the  same  time  learned  to  be  a farmer.  When 
he  was  a young  man  he  began  farming,  and  has 
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continued  in  this  line  ever  since,  and  has  also 
worked  considerably  as  a carpenter.  His  home- 
stead comprises  fifty-seven  acres  of  well-im- 
proved land. 

In  1883  Mr.  Strausbaugh  was  married  to 
Helen  Dudgeon,  a daughter  of  William  Dudgeon, 
and  they  became  the  parents  of  the  following 
children:  Ray  V.,  who  married  Ethel  Walker, 
and  has  two  children,  Eugene  and  Paul,  and 
lives  at  8teubenville,  Ohio ; Metta,  who  married 
Harry  Coen  and  lives  at  Mingo,  Ohio;  Lola,  who 
lives  at  Canton,  Ohio;  Doyle,  who  is  a veteran 
of  the  great  war;  and  Frank,  who  is  also  a 
veteran  of  the  same  mighty  war.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Strausbaugh  belong  to  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  at  Jewett,  and  are  held  in  the  highest 
esteem  by  their  associates  in  the  church  just  as 
they  are  by  their  neighbors. 

Doyle  Strausbaugh  entered  the  service  on 
April  2, 1918,  and  was  trained  at  Camp  Sherman. 
On  June  28,  1918,  he  sailed  for  France  from 
Hoboken,  and  landed  at  Brest,  France.  He 
served  with  Company  F,  One  Hundred  and  Third 
Infantry,  Twenty-Sixth  Division,  and  was  in  the 
Saint  Mihlel  and  Verdun  offensives.  On  April 
5,  1919,  he  landed  at  Boston,  Massachusetts,  and 
was  discharged  on  April  24,  at  Camp  Sherman. 

Frank  Strausbaugh  entered  the  service  in 
September,  1917,  and  after  he  was  trained  at 
Camp  Sherman  he  sailed  for  France  in  June, 
1918,  landing  at  Brest,  France,  after  which  his 
command,  Company  L,  Three  Hundred  and 
Thirty-Second  Infantry,  Eighty-Third  Division, 
was  sent  to  Italy.  He  returned  to  the  United 
States  about  the  middle  of  April,  1919,  and  was 
discharged  at  Camp  Sherman  May  1 of  that 
year.  This  Is  the  only  family  in  Archer  Town- 
ship to  have  two  sons  in  the  overseas  service, 
and  were  also  fortunate  inasmuch  as  the  stars 
in  their  service  flag  did  not  turn  to  gold,  and 
the  young  men  were  returned  home  safe  and 
sound  In  spite  of  active  participation  in  some 
of  the  hard-fought  engagements  of  the  last  days 
of  the  war. 

Henry  S.  Barricklow.  While  Henry  S.  Bar- 
ricklow,  of  Cadiz,  is  a native  of  Harrison  County, 
having  been  born  December  10,  1847,  In  Athens 
Township,  his  ancestry  dates  back  to  Holland. 
His  great-great-grandfather,  Daniel  Barricklow, 
and  a brother,  Darrick  Barricklow,  came  from 
the  lowlands  of  Holland  to  America,  settling 
in  Middlesex  County,  New  Jersey.  The  brother 
Darrick  settled  on  Long  Island.  In  Holland  the 
name  was  spelled  De  Barick  of  the  Ba ricks,  but 
the  later  generations  Americanized  it.  Joseph 
Barricklow,  father  of  Henry  S.,  was  born  June 
12,  1805,  in  Fayette  County,  Pennsylvania. 
Phoebe  (Bartow)  Barricklow,  the  mother  of 
Henry  S.  Barricklow,  was  born  May  21,  1813, 
in  Guernsey  County,  Ohio.  She  was  a daughter 
of  Eli  and  Charity  (Leverage)  Bartow,  the  fam- 
ily being  of  French-On nadian  stock.  The  Bar- 
tows  were  among  the  pioneers  of  Harrison 
County.  There  was  but  one  house  in  Cadiz 
when  they  came  to  the  county.  They  had  lived 
for  a time  in  Guernsey  County. 

The  grandfather,  Hendrick  Barricklow,  was 
born  In  1772  in  Middlesex  County,  New  Jersey, 
and  he  married  Maribah  Ogelvee,  who  was  born 
in  Cecil  County,  Maryland.  Conrad  Barrick- 


low, of  the  preceding  generation,  was  born  in 
1742,  In  Middlesex  County,  New  Jersey.  The 
Barricklows  certainly  belong  to  the  Colonial 
period  in  United  States  history.  The  wife  of 
Conrad  Barricklow  was  Sarah  Miller.  He  was 
a Minute  Man  in  the  War  of  the  Revolution,  and 
was  wounded  at  the  battle  of  Monmouth,  New 
Jersey.  There  were  five  children  in  this  Colo- 
nial Barricklow  family;  Anna,  1768;  Daniel, 
1770;  Hendrick,  1772,  to  whom  H.  S.  Barrick- 
low traces  his  lineage;  John,  1775;  and  Farring- 
ton, 1777.  Few  families  have  more  record  of 
their  colonial  ancestry. 

As  a young  man  Hendrick  Barricklow  learned 
the  tailor's  trade  in  Fayette  County,  Pennsyl- 
vania, but  later  he  abandoned  the  trade  and 
worked  on  flat  boats  up  and  down  the  Ohio 
River.  In  1809  he  moved  with  his  family  to 
Athens  Township,  Harrison  County,  where  he 
bought  a quarter  section  of  land,  the  title  or 
patent  being  signed  by  President  James  Madison 
when  the  property  was  transferred  from  the 
Government  to  him.  He  died  in  April,  1852, 
on  this  land  he  had  acquired  from  the  Govern- 
ment in  Harrison  County. 

The  children  bom  to  Hendrick  and  Maribah 
Barricklow  were:  Sarah,  John,  Joseph,  Am*,. 

Henry,  Julia,  Conrad  and  Farrington.  The  four* 
older  ones  were  born  in  Pennsylvania  and  the* 
others  In  Ohio.  There  is  Revolutionary  ances- 
try In  both  the  Barricklow  and  Ogelvee  families*. 
Joseph  Barricklow  became  a farmer  and  stock- 
man  in  Harrison  County,  buying  the  homestead 
of  his  father  and  dying  there  April  13,  1875, 
while  his  wife  died  February  29,  1895.  They 
were  members  of  Rankins  Methodist  Church. 
Henry  S.  Barricklow  is  their  oldest  son.  His 
sister,  Maribah,  who  died  In  1919,  was  married 
twice,  wedding  Simeon  Pickering  and  Washing- 
ton J.  Vance.  The  brother,  Joseph  E.  Barrick- 
low, who  died  in  1905,  married  Mary’  Walker. 

In  1882  Henry  S.  Barricklow  married  Lizzie 
B.  Haverfleld.  She  died  September  13,  1883, 
and  in  1893,  Mr.  Barricklow  married  Lizzie  Mc- 
Fadden.  Their  children  are:  Harold  J.,  Bes- 

sie, Mary  Helen,  Pauline,  Henry  S.,  Jr.,  and 
Gretchen.  The  family  are  members  of  the  Meth- 
odist Church  in  Cadiz.  Harold  J.  Barricklow 
was  the  first  Harrison  County  boy  to  enlist  in 
the  World  war.  He  was  in  a Tank  Brigade  and 
had  six  months  overseas  service  in  France. 

H.  S.  Barricklow  has  extensive  farm  interests 
and  until  1916  when  he  located  in  Cadiz  he  had 
always  lived  in  the  country.  Up  to  one  year 
ago  Mr.  Barricklow  owned  738  acres  of  which 
he  has  since  sold  147  acres.  Beside  city  prop- 
erty in  Cadiz,  Columbus,  Ohio,  and  Fargo,  North 
Dakota,  he  owns  land  in  Ohio,  Kansas,  Nebraska, 
in  North  and  South  Dakota  which,  added  to  his 
Harrison  County  land,  makes  Mr.  Barricklow 
one  of  the  largest  land  owners  of  eastern  Ohio. 
He  also  holds  large  Interest  in  coal  and  oil  lands. 
For  more  than  thirty  years  he  has  been  a direc- 
tor of  the  Harrison  National  Bank  in  Cadiz,  and 
for  the  last  few  years  has  been  vice  president 
of  that  institution.  While  Mr.  Barricklow  has 
always  lived  in  Harrison  County,  his  business 
activities  are  not  confined  to  one  locality.  He 
has  been  a successful  man  and  has  accumulated 
sufficient  property  to  take  care  of  him  when  he 
ceases  business  activities.  8 
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Horace  G.  Kerr  owns  and  is  giving  his  atten- 
tion to  the  vigorous  operations  of  the  fine  old 
homestead  farm  which  figures  not  only  as  the 
place  of  his  birth  but  also  as  that  of  his  father, 
the  latter's  parents  having  come  to  Harrison 
County  in  1828  and  here  established  their  home 
on  this  farm  in  Cadiz  Township,  the  place  hav- 
ing been  at  that  time  a tract  of  forest  land,  with 
no  improvements,  and  theirs  having  been  the 
herculean  task  of  reclaiming  the  land  to  culti- 
vation. James  Kerr  was  born  and  reared  in 
Scotland,  and  after  his  marriage  he  and  his  wife 
removed  to  Ireland,  where  the  wife  and  mother 
died.  Their  son  Alexander  was  born  in  County 
Tyrone,  Ireland,  and  in  the  early  years  of  the 
nineteenth  century  he  came  with  his  father  to 
America.  They  settled  near  West  Liberty,  Ohio 
County,  West  Virginia,  and  there  James  Kerr 
remained  until  1860,  when  he  came  to  Harrison 
County,  Ohio,  where  he  passed  his  declining 
years  in  the  home  of  his  son  Alexander  and 
where  he  died  in  1856,  at  the  age  of  eighty-eight 
years. 

Alexander  Kerr  was  reared  to  manhood  in 
West  Virginia,  and  among  his  early  experiences 
after  coming  with  his  father  to  America  was 
that  of  clerking  for  a time  in  a mercantile  es- 
tablishment in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  Penn- 
sylvania. In  West  Virginia,  which  was  at  that 
time  still  a part  of  Virginia,  he  married  Mary 
Blair,  a daughter  of  Raunel  and  Annie 
Blair,  of  Brooks  County,  and  in  1828  he  and  his 
wife  came  to  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  and  estab- 
lished their  home  on  the  frontier  farm  which 
has  been  developed  into  the  well  improved 
homestead  now  owned  by  their  grandson,  Horace 
G.t  of  this  review.  Mrs.  Kerr  passed  to  eternal 
rest  in  1838,  at  the  age  of  forty  years,  and  Mr. 
Kerr  was  seventy-four  years  of  age  at  the  time 
of  his  death,  about  the  year  1860.  Of  the  chil- 
dren the  first  born,  Elizabeth,  died  in  childhood, 
as  did  also  the  second,  Mary  Ann;  Jane  never 
married  and  was  about  seventy-four  years  of  age 
at  the  time  of  her  death,  as  one  of  the  revered 
pioneer  women  of  Harrison  County;  Alexander 
B.,  father  of  Horace  G.,  was  the  next  in  order 
of  birth;  and  Evelyn  died  when  young.  The  re- 
ligious faith  of  the  family  was  that  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  and  incidental  to  the  re- 
ligious differences  in  the  church  relative  to  the 
question  of  slavery,  Alexander  Kerr,  who  was 
an  uncompromising  abolitionist,  was  led  to  se- 
cede from  the  parent  church  and  become  one  of 
the  organizers  of  the  local  branch  of  what  was 
known  as  the  Free  Presbyterian  Church.  A 
man  of  strong  convictions  and  will  power,  he 
was  a leader  in  community  sentiment  and  ac- 
tion, and  in  the  period  leading  up  to  the  Civil 
war  he  was  actively  identified  with  the  historic 
“Underground  Railroad,”  through  the  medium  of 
which  many  fugitive  slaves  were  assisted  to 
freedom.  He  served  several  years  as  trustee  of 
Cadiz  Township.  It  is  worthy  of  note  that  this 
sterling  pioneer  was  opposed  to  the  use  of  whis- 
key, the  drinking  of  which  was  in  those  days 
takeu  as  a matter  of  course,  and  that  he  was 
the  first  man  in  his  community  to  abolish  the  use 
of  whiskey  by  men  working  in  the  harvest  fields 
— a regulation  to  this  effect  having  been  adopted 
by  him  on  his  farm  and  he  having  stood  firm 
against  all  protests  against  his  action. 


Alexander  B.  Kerr,  owing  to  the  conditions 
of  time  and  place,  had  limited  educational  ad- 
vantages in  his  youth,  and  he  early  began  to 
bend  his  youthful  energies  to  the  arduous  work 
of  the  pioneer  farm.  He  passed  his  entire  life 
on  this  old  homestead  and  was  the  owner  of  a 
well  improved  farm  of  140  acres  at  the  time  of 
his  death.  In  1857  was  solemnized  his  marriage 
to  Miss  Lucy  Smith,  who  was  born  in  Tuscara- 
was County,  Ohio,  in  December,  1832,  a daugh- 
ter of  William  and  Mary  Smith,  her  father 
having  been  a soldier  in  the  War  of  1812  and 
having  passed  the  closing  years  of  his  life  on 
his  farm  In  Washington  Township,  Harrison 
County.  His  widow  was  a resident  of  Steuben- 
ville, Jefferson  County,  at  the  time  of  her  death. 
Alexander  B.  Kerr  continued  to  give  his  close 
attention  to  the  work  of  his  farm  until  the 
exigencies  of  the  Civil  war  resulted  in  a fur- 
ther call  for  volunteers  in  1863,  when  he  left  his 
wife  and  children  on  the  farm  and  went  forth 
to  aid  in  defense  of  the  Union.  In  that  year  he 
enlisted  in  Company  K,  One  Hundred  and  Sev- 
entieth Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  with  which  he 
served  in  defense  of  the  national  capital  and 
later  took  part  in  the  famous  campaign  and 
varied  battles  of  the  Shenandoah  valley  of  Vir- 
ginia. Though  he  was  never  wounded  or  cap- 
tured, he  was  prostrated  by  fever  and  was  con- 
fined several  weeks  in  a military  hospital.  Upon 
the  expiration  of  his  term  of  enlistment  he  re- 
turned home  and  resumed  the  management  of 
his  farm,  three  and  one-half  miles  west  of 
Cadiz  and  consisting  of  140  acres.  He  was  a 
staunch  supporter  of  the  cause  of  the  repub- 
lican party,  was  affiliated  with  the  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic,  and  he  and  his  wife  held  mem- 
bership in  the  Presyterian  Church.  Of  their 
children  Horace  G.,  of  this  sketch,  is  the  second 
in  order  of  birth,  and  in  his  home  remains  his 
only,  an  elder,  sister,  Mary  who  has  never  mar- 
ried; William  died  in  January,  1901,  in  his  na- 
tive county;  and  two  children  died  in  infancy. 
The  devoted  wife  and  mother  passed  to  the  life 
eternal  September  19,  1881,  and  Alexander  B. 
Kerr  died  in  October,  1907,  honored  by  all  who 
knew  him.  It  may  be  recorded  that  his  maternal 
grandfather,  Raunel  Blair,  was  a patriot  sol- 
dier in  the  war  of  the  Revolution,  after  the  close 
of  which  he  secured  land  in  Ohio  County,  Vir- 
ginia (now  West  Virginia),  but  the  closing  years 
of  his  life  were  passed  In  the  state  of  Vermont, 
the  Blair  family  having  been  founded  in  New 
England  in  the  early  colonial  period  of  our  na- 
tional history. 

Horace  G.  Kerr  was  identified  with  the  activi- 
ties of  the  old  homestead  farm  from  the  time  of 
his  boyhood,  and  is  now  owner  of  this  valuable 
farm  of  140  acres.  From  1883  to  1885  he  was 
engaged  in  the  livery  business  at  Cadiz,  and 
thereafter  he  conducted  a shoe  store  at  that 
place  until  October,  1887,  when  he  became  a lo- 
comotive fireman  on  the  Panhandle  Railroad. 
He  continued  to  be  thus  employed  until  1891, 
and  in  1893  he  returned  to  and  assumed  active 
management  of  the  old  home  farm,  in  the  opera- 
tion of  which  his  vigorous  and  well  directed  ac- 
tivities have  brought  to  him  substantial  returns. 

In  1880  Mr.  Kerr  married  Miss  Emma  Lewis, 
daughter  of  Reed  and  Millie  Lewis,  of  Harrison 
County,  and  the  one  child  of  this  union  is  George 
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B.,  who  married  Miss  Norma  Cooper  and  who 
has  been  engaged  in  the  drug  business  at  Bartles- 
ville, Oklahoma,  since  May,  1912.  The  second 
marriage  of  Mr.  Kerr  was  solemnized  in  April, 
1901,  when  Miss  Carrie  A.  Hines  became  his 
wife.  She  was  bom  and  reared  in  Cadiz  Town- 
ship as  were  also  her  parents,  Daniel  and  Mar- 
tha (Laughlin)  Hines,  who  there  passed  their 
entire  lives.  Mr.  Hines  died  April  9,  1910,  and 
his  wife  passed  away  in  March  of  the  following 
year.  Both  were  active  members  of  the  Meth- 
odist Episcopal  Church.  They  became  the  par- 
ents of  three  children:  Ina  B.,  who  died  when 

young:  Jessie,  the  wife  of  James  Frazier;  and 
Carrie  A.,  wife  of  Mr.  Kerr,  is  the  youngest  of 
the  number. 

Robert  Brothers,  former  county  auditor  of 
Carroll  County,  has  spent  most  of  his  active  life 
in  railroad  service  and  is  a clerk  in  office  of  the 
W.  & L.  E.  Railway  Company  at  Carrollton. 

The  record  of  his  family  runs  back  into  the 
pioneer  times  in  Carroll  County.  His  great- 
grandparents  were  Stephen  and  Elizabeth  (Cas- 
tleberry) Brothers,  who  were  among  the  first 
settlers  in  Brown  Township,  Carroll  County, 
where  they  bought  land  and  made  a home  in  the 
wilderness  and  where  both  of  them  spent  the 
rest  of  their  years.  In  their  family  were  twelve 
children,  Benjamin,  Joseph,  William,  Isaac.  Levi, 
John,  Abram,  David,  Francis,  Jacob,  Margaret 
and  Mrs.  Yengling. 

Of  this  family  Levi  was  born  in  Maryland 
June  22,  1799,  and  was  a youth  when  brought  to 
Carroll  County.  He  married  Lydia  Clark,  who 
was  bora  in  Columbiana  County,  Ohio,  Septem- 
ber 13,  1799.  They  were  married  in  Columbiana 
County  and  during  1820  moved  to  Carroll 
County  and  settled  in  Brown  Township.  A por- 
tion of  their  farm  is  still  owned  by  their  son 
Richard  Brothers.  This  land  had  been  entered 
by  Richard  Yaughn,  grandfather  of  Lydia  Clark, 
who  was  the  daughter  of  George  and  Anna 
(Vaughn)  Clark.  A great-grandson  of  George 
Clark,  Henry  Clark,  now  owns  the  old  home- 
stead. Levi  Brothers  and  wife  were  the  parents 
of  thirteen  children,  and  those  to  reach  mature 
years  were  George,  Joseph,  Lydia,  Stephen,  John, 
Austin,  Fannie  and  Richard.  Three  of  the  sons, 
Austin,  John  and  Stephen,  were  soldiers  in  the 
Civil  war,  all  were  wounded  in  battle.  John 
being  shot  through  the  chest  and  Austin  through 
the  mouth.  These  soldier  brothers  are  still  liv- 
ing except  Stephen,  the  oldest  of  the  family, 
who  died  about  1908. 

Richard  Brothers,  father  of  Robert  Brothers, 
was  bora  in  Brown  Township  of  Carroll  County 
September  13,  1840,  and  has  spent  his  life  of 
practically  fourscore  years  in  that  same  com- 
munity. He  attended  common  schools  and  select 
schools  at  Minerva,  and  after  his  education 
turned  his  attention  to  farming.  At  one  time 
he  owned  a hundred  acres  of  the  old  home- 
stead, and  still  retains  fifteen  acres.  In  March, 
1920,  he  moved  to  Minerva,  and  is  now  living  re- 
tired. He  is  a democrat,  but  the  only  office  in 
which  he  has  consented  to  serve  has  been  as  a 
member  of  the  school  board. 

In  1867  Richard  Brothers  married  Miss  Mary 
J.  Woods,  a cousin  of  Isaac  B.  Woods  and  a 
daughter  of  Robert  Woods  and  granddaughter 


of  William  Woods.  The  Woods  family  were  pio- 
neers near  Waynesburg  in  Brown  Township,  and 
other  references  to  the  family  are  made  on  other 
pages.  Richard  Brothers  and  wife  lived  to  cele- 
brate their  golden  wedding  anniversary,  and 
she  died  November  26,  1919.  To  their  marriage 
were  born  seven  children:  Frank  W.,  Levi  C., 

Robert,  Lulie,  William,  Lydia  and  Joseph. 

Robert  Brothers,  who  is  a member  of  the 
fourth  generation  of  the  family  in  Carroll 
County,  was  born  in  Brown  Township  August  3, 
1873,  and  spent  his  youth  in  the  environment  of 
the  old  homestead.  He  attended  district  school 
there,  later  completed  a course  in  the  Ohio  Nor- 
mal University  at  Ada,  and  for  two  years  was 
a successful  teacher.  In  1893  he  began  railroad- 
ing with  the  Pennsylvania  system  at  Cleveland, 
where  he  remained  about  five  years.  In  1899  he 
returned  to  Carroll  County  and  was  elected  and 
served  one  term  asjpounty  auditor.  After  retir- 
ing from  office  with  a creditable  record  he  en- 
gaged in  the  hardware  business  for  two  years 
at  Carrollton,  but  for  the  past  seven  years  has 
given  all  his  time  to  his  duties  as  freight  agent. 

Mr.  Brothers  is  a democrat  and  for  many 
years  has  been  influential  in  party  circles.  He 
is  affiliated  with  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

February  26,  1907,  he  married  Miss  Gertrude 
Sterling,  who  was  born  at  Carrollton,  July  6, 
1873,  daughter  of  Milton  C.  and  Jane  Elizabeth 
(Atkinson)  Sterling.  Her  father  was  bora  at 
Carrollton  in  1843  and  died  in  1897.  Her  mother 
was  born  at  Carrollton  in  1846  and  died  in  1903, 
being  a daughter  of  Isaac  Atkinson,  a relative 
of  the  Isaac  Atkinson  whom  history  calls  the 
father  of  Carroll  County.  Milton  Sterling  was 
a son  of  Samuel  Sterling,  and  this  family  is  also 
represented  elsewhere.  Milton  Sterling  was 
reared  and  educated  at  Carrollton,  worked  In 
the  Sterling  drug  store  and  was  in  business 
for  himself  many  years,  and  since  his  death  the 
business  has  been  continued  by  his  daughters, 
Mrs.  Frank  Ebersole  and  Mrs.  Robert  Brothers. 
This  is  the  oldest  drug  store  in  the  county.  Mr. 
Sterling  was  a republican  and  a member  of  the 
Methodist  Church.  He  and  his  wife  were  sur- 
vived by  two  daughters,  Fredalina,  who  gradu- 
ated from  the  Carrollton  High  School  in  1890, 
and  was  a successful  teacher  for  seven  years, 
until  her  marriage  to  Mr.  Frank  Ebersole.  The 
other  daughter,  Gertrude,  who  became  Mrs. 
Brothers,  was  also  educated  in  the  Carrollton 
High  School. 

Emmett  A.  Taylor,  cashier  of  the  Freeport 
State  Bank,  Is  one  of  the  reliable  financiers  of 
Harrison  County,  and  a man  who  stands  very 
high  in  public  confidence.  He  was  born  In 
Wheeling  Township,  Belmont  County,  Ohio,  Au- 
gust 24,  1865,  a son  of  James  and  Louise 
(Thompson)  Taylor,  and  grandson  of  William 
and  Margaret  (Gillespie)  Taylor. 

James  Taylor  was  bora  in  Belmont  County, 
and  his  wife  was  bora  in  Morgan  County,  Ohio, 
she  being  a daughter  of  Samuel  Thompson.  On 
her  mother’s  side  she  is  descended  from  the 
Dunn  family  of  Morgan  County.  James  Taylor 
was  a farmer  of  Wheeling  Township,  Belmont 
County,  for  a number  of  years.  The  children 
born  to  him  and  his  wife  were  as  follows:  Em- 
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mett  A.,  William,  Nannie  and  Mary,  the  last 
named  child  dying  when  small. 

Emmett  A.  Taylor  was  reared  on  his  father’s 
farm  in  Wheeling  Township,  and  he  acquired 
his  educational  training  in  the  schools  of  his 
neighborhood.  After  he  reached  his  majority 
he  began  farming,  but  was  not  content  to  re- 
main in  the  rural  districts,  and  so  In  1903,  left 
the  farm  and  went  to  Cambridge,  Ohio,  where 
he  was  welghmaster  and  pay  roll  clerk  for  the 
Forsythe  Coal  Company  for  eight  years.  Leav- 
ing that  concern,  he  became  shipping  clerk  for 
the  Hoyle  & Scott  Lumber  Company,  and  held 
that  position  for  three  years.  The  last  three 
years  he  lived  at  Cambridge  he  was  manager 
of  the  Cambridge  Ice  & Storage  Company  and 
of  the  Guernsey  Creamery  Company,  the  two 
latter  companies  being  owned  by  W.  C.  Brown 
of  Columbus,  Ohio.  In  October,  1918,  Mr.  Tay- 
lor came  to  Freeport  to  accept  the  position  of 
cashier  of  the  Freeport  State  Bank,  and  since 
then  has  continued  to  discharge  its  duties. 

On  May  17,  1809,  Mr.  Taylor  was  united  in 
marriage  with  R.  Nelle  Coleman,  a daughter  of 
Joseph  and  Eliza  Coleman,  and  they  have  one 
daughter,  Audrey  L.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Taylor  are 
members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  and  earnest 
in  their  support  of  the  church.  Mr.  Taylor  is 
a member  of  Freeport  Lodge  No.  415,  F.  & A. 
M.,  and  Uhrichsville  Chapter  No.  114,  R.  A.  M. 
He  is  a man  who  has  steadily  won  his  way  in 
life  through  his  fidelity  and  uprightness,  and  he 
holds  the  confidence  not  only  of  those  who  are 
closest  to  him,  but  all  with  whom  he  is  brought 
into  contact. 

Wilmer  C.  Edwards  is  the  owner  of  a fine 
farm  of  108  acres  in  Cadiz  Township,  Harrison 
County,  a property  which  he  purchased  in  1918. 
and  he  also  owns  twenty-three  acres  in  Athens 
Township.  He  is  proving  himself  one  of  the 
vigorous  and  resourceful  exemplars  of  agricul- 
tural Industry  in  his  native  county  and  Is  a 
representative  of  a family  that  was  founded  in 
the  Buckeye  State  in  the  pioneer  epoch  of  its 
history.  Ignatius  Edwtards,  his  great-grand- 
father, was  born  and  reared  in  Pennsylvania  and 
came  with  his  family  to  Ohio  in  the  early  part 
of  the  eighteenth  century  and  established  a home 
in  Belmont  County.  His  son,  Henry  Edwards, 
was  reared  to  manhood  in  Belmont  County,  and 
as  a young  man  was  united  in  marriage  to  Miss 
Katherine  Schatzer,  with  whom  he  finally  estab- 
lished his  home  at  Charlestown,  a little  village 
in  Cadiz  Township,  Harrison  County,  where  he 
engaged  in  the  work  of  his  trade,  that  of  shoe- 
maker, and  where  he  and  his  wife  passed  the 
remainder  of  their  lives.  Their  children  were 
six  in  number — John,  Ignatius,  Henry,  Jr.,  Ra- 
chel, Martha  and  Jane.  The  father  not  only 
followed  his  trade  but  also  engaged  in  farming 
in  Cadiz  Township,  an  unassuming,  reliable 
citizen  of  sterling  character. 

Henry  Edwards,  Jr.,  father  of  Wilmer  C.,  of 
this  review,  was  bom  in  Belmont  County,  April 
30,  1842.  When  he  came  to  Harrison  County  he 
first  settled  in  Athens  Township,  but  the  year 
1881  established  himself  upon  a farm  in  Cadiz 
Township,  where  he  remained  until  his  death 
in  1801,  his  venerable  widow  still  remaining  on 
the  old  homestead  at  the  time  of  this  writing, 


in  the  spring  of  1920,  and  being  a devoted  mem- 
ber of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  as  was  he  also. 
Mrs.  Edwards,  whose  maiden  name  was  Eliza- 
beth Deyarmon,  was  bora  in  Jefferson  County, 
Ohio,  November  24,  1844,  and  is  a daughter  of 
David  and  Sarah  (Paxton)  Deyarmon,  early 
settlers  in  that  county.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Edwards 
became  the  parents  of  four  children  who  at- 
tained to  years  of  maturity,  and  of  the  number 
Wilmer  C.,  of  this  review,  is  the  youngest;  Lo- 
rena  Bell,  now  deceased,  became  the  wife  of 
Edward  Philpott  and  is  survived  by  three  chil- 
dren— Craig,  Flora  Bell  and  Mary;  Alice,  the 
second  child,  remains  with  her  widowed  mother 
on  the  old  homestead;  Lizzie  Catherine,  de- 
ceased wife  of  Charles  Hagadorn,  became  the 
mother  of  three  children — Harold,  Raymond  and 
Donald. 

Wilmer  C.  Edwards  was  bora  in  Athens  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County,  December  18*  1879,  and 
his  early  educational  discipline  was  obtained 
mainly  in  the  Science  Hill  School  in  Short  Creek 
Township.  He  has  been  continuously  associated 
with  farming  enterprise  from  the  time  of  his 
early  youth,  and  came  into  possession  of  his 
present  excellent  home  farm  in  1918,  as  previ- 
ously noted  in  this  sketch.  He  is  one  of  the  pro- 
gressive farmers  and  stock-growers  of  the 
younger  generation  In  Cadiz  Township,  and  he 
and  his  wife  have  a host  of  loyal  friends  in 
their  native  county,  both  being  members  bf  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  and  his  political 
allegiance  being  given  to  the  republican  party. 

In  1901  was  solemnized  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Edwards  to  Miss  Clara  Warren,  eldest  daughter 
of  James  and  Elizabeth  Warren,  of  Cadiz  Town- 
ship, and  they  have  a winsome  little  daughter, 
Leone,  who  holds  gracious  sovereignty  in  the 
attractive  family  home. 

Charles  F.  Barnes  has  been  continuously  en- 
gaged in  school  work  since  1894  and  has  been  a 
popular  and  successful  force  in  connection  with 
educational  affairs  In  his  native  county.  He  is 
now  superintendent  of  public  schools  for  a dis- 
trict comprising  six  townships  in  the  northeast- 
ern part  of  Harrison  County,  Including  the  vil- 
lage schools  at  Scio,  where  he  maintains  his 
residence. 

Mr.  Barnes  was  bora  in  Moorefleld  Township, 
Harrison  County,  on  the  10th  of  March,  1869, 
and  is  a son  of  John  G.  and  Ada  J (Figley) 
Barnes,  the  former  of  whom  was  born  on  Bel- 
mont Ridge,  Harrison  County,  on  September  18, 
1840,  and  died  on  April  22,  1873,  and  the  latter 
was  bora  in  Moorefleld  Township,  a daughter 
of  Joseph  and  Sarah  (Guthrie)  Figley.  Joseph 
Figley  was  one  of  the  representative  farmers 
of  Harrison  County  for  many  years,  and  his 
father,  Adam  Figley,  was  one  of  the  sterling 
pioneer  settlers  of  the  county.  Joseph  Figley 
and  his  wife  were  zealous  members  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church.  They  became  the  parents  of 
three  children:  Ada  J.,  Thomas  J.,  and  Robert 
Marion,  and  two  sons,  who  died  young.  The 
paternal  grandparents  of  the  subject  of  this  re- 
view were  Richard  and  Susannah  (Dorcy) 
Barnes.  Richard  H.  Barnes  was  born  Septem- 
ber 6,  1827,  in  Prince  William  County,  Virginia, 
and  was  a young  man  when  he  came  to  Ohio, 
where  he  became  a pioneer  in  the  work  of  his 
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trade,  that  of  cabinet-maker,  and  where  he  was 
called  upon  to  manufacture  many  coffins  for  de- 
ceased citizens  in  the  early  days.  He  and  his 
wife  held  the  faith  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  and  they  were  honored  pioneer  citizens 
of  Harrison  County  at  the  time  of  their  deaths. 
Their  children  were  six  in  number — John  G., 
William  G.,  Emmaline,  Mary  A.,  James  M.  and 
Adaline,  all  deceased  except  Adaline,  who  mar- 
ried S.  M.  Bendure,  and  resides  at  Moorefleld, 
Ohio. 

John  G.  Barnes  was  reared  in  Harrison  County 
and  here  was  a student  in  Hopedale  College  at 
the  time  when  the  Civil  war  was  precipitated  on 
the  nation..  His  youthful  patriotism  caused  him 
promptly  to  abandon  his  college  work  and  to 
tender  his  aid  in  defense  of  the  Union.  He  en- 
listed on  August  14,  1862  in  Company  C,  One 
Hundred  and  Twenty-Sixth  Ohio  Volunteer  In- 
fantry, with  which  gallant  command  he  took 
part  in  many  important  engagements  marking 
the  progress  of  the  great  conflict,  and  he  con- 
tinued in  active  service  at  the  front  for  nearly 
three  years,  within  which  time  he  won  promo- 
tion to  the  rank  of  sergeant  He  was  wounded 
in  the  knee  at  the  battle  of  Cedar  Creek  on  Oc- 
tober 19,  1864.  He  was  honorably  discharged 
on  June  25, 1866,  and  was  mustered  out  at  Wash- 
ington, D.  C.  After  his  discharge  he  returned 
home,  and  after  a due  course  of  effective  tech- 
nical and  practical  discipline  he  became  a skilled 
architect.  He  continued  in  the  active  work  of 
his  profession  during  the  remainder  of  his  life 
and  was  about  thirty-three  years  of  age  at  the 
time  of  his  death.  His  venerable  widow,  now 
in  her  seventy-fourth  year,  resides  at  Scio,  where 
she  and  her  two  sons  established  their  home  in 
1890.  She  is  a devoted  member  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church,  as  was  also  her  husband,  and  at 
one  time  they  held  membership  in  the  Notting- 
ham Church  of  this  denomination  in  Notting- 
ham Township,  Harrison  County.  Of  the  two 
children  Charles  F.,  of  this  sketch,  is  the  elder, 
and  the  younger  son,  Frederick  M.,  is  now  a 
resident  of  Rossville,  Illinois. 

The  district  schools  of  Harrison  and  Belmont 
counties  afforded  Charles  F.  Barnes  his  pre- 
liminary educational  discipline,  and  in  1890  he 
and  his  mother  and  brother  established  their 
home  at  Scio,  where  he  forthwith  entered  Scio 
College.  In  this  institution  he  was  graduated 
as  a member  of  the  class  of  1904,  with  the  de- 
gree of  Ph.B.  In  1888  Mr.  Barnes  taught  his 
first  term  of  district  school  in  Moorefleld  Town- 
ship, and  thus  made  a modest  entry  into  the 
pedagogic  profession,  in  which  he  has  since 
achieved  marked  success  and  high  reputation. 
He  has  been  continuously  identified  with  edu- 
cational work  since  1894.  In  September,  1809, 
he  became  a grade  teacher  in  the  public  schools 
at  Scio,  where  later  he  became  principal  of  the 
high  school.  His  effective  service  later  brought 
him  promotion  to  the  positfon  of  superintendent 
of  the  Scio  schools,  and  since  1914  he  has  served 
as  district  superintendent  of  schools,  for  six 
townships  of  his  native  county,  as  noted  in  the 
opening  paragraph  of  this  article.  In  this  con- 
nection he  has  manifested  excellent  executive 
and  administrative  ability  in  addition  to  his 
well  won  pedagogic  talent,  and  with  the  earnest 
co-operations  of  the  teachers  and  patrons  of 


the  schools  of  his  jurisdiction  he  has  brought 
them  up  to  a high  standard  of  modern  efficiency. 
He  and  his  wife  are  numbered  among  the  most 
zealous  members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  at 
Scio,  and  he  has  served  several  years  as  an  elder 
of  the  same.  His  well  fortified  political  convic- 
tions are  shown  In  the  loyal  allegiance  which 
he  accords  to  the  democratic  party,  and  he  is 
affiliated  with  the  local  lodge  of  Free  and  Ac- 
cepted Masons  at  Scio. 

On  the  1st  of  January,  1894,  was  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  Mr.  Barnes  to  Miss  Alice  B. 
Robinson,  who  was  born  in  Brooke  County,  West 
Virginia,  and  who  is  a daughter  of  Elijah  and 
Sarah  (Freshwater)  Robinson.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Barnes  became  the  parents  of  five  children — 
Beatrice  L.,  Bernice  V.,  Thelma  G.,  Edward 
Everett  and  Virginia  Louise,  the  last  named 
having  died  at  the  age  of  eleven  months.  Bea- 
trice L.  is  now  the  wife  of  W.  Eugene  Masters, 
M.  D.,  who  is  engaged  in  the  practice  of  his 
profession  at  Boyerston,  Harrison  County,  and 
they  have  one  child,  Helen  Louise. 

William  A.  Zellabs,  M.  D.  Since  1892  Dr. 
William  A.  Zellars  has  lent  dignity  and  stabil- 
ity to  professional  affairs  at  Freeport,  while 
maintaining  a high  professional  reputation  and 
participating  actively  in  the  life  of  his  adopted 
community.  He  is  a native  of  West  Lafayette, 
Coshocton  County,  Ohio,  born  April  30,  1886,  a 
son  of  Michael  and  Melona  (Roderick)  Zellars. 

The  paternal  grandfather  of  Doctor  Zellars, 
John  Zellars,  was  born  in  Washington  County, 
Pennsylvania,  whence  he  removed  at  an  early 
day  to  Coshocton  County,  Ohio,  and  there  fol- 
lowed the  trade  of  blacksmith  during  the  remain- 
der of  his  life.  He  and  his  wife,  Catherine, 
were  the  parents  of  two  children:  Michael  and 
Daniel.  Michael  Zellars  was  born  in  Coshocton 
County,  and  during  a long  and  honorable  career 
followed  the  pursuits  of  farming,  contracting 
and  building,  and  died,  highly  esteemed,  in  1903. 
He  married  Melona  Roderick,  a daughter  of  Ab- 
salom and  Margaret  (Barcroft)  Roderick,  the 
former  a native  of  Virginia  who  married  and 
moved  to  Coshocton  County  and  there  rounded 
out  a worthy  career  In  the  pursuits  of  agricul- 
ture. He  and  his  wife  had  seven  children: 
James,  Absalom,  Jr.,  William  A.,  Iva,  Elizabeth, 
Ellen  and  Melona.  Mrs.  Zellars  died  in  1893, 
in  the  faith  of  the  Methodist  Church,  of  which 
her  husband  had  been  a member  also.  Their  six 
children  were  as  follows:  Kemuel,  who  lives  at 
Coshocton;  Ellen,  the  wife  of  Charles  Bagnell, 
of  Williamsburg,  Virginia;  Loretta,  the  wife  of 
C.  H.  Williams,  of  Coshocton;  Rachael,  the  wife 
of  Dr.  D.  M.  Criswell,  of  Plainfield,  Ohio;  Dr. 
William  A.;  and  Jessie,  of  Logansport,  Indiana. 

William  A.  Zellars  graduated  from  West  La- 
fayette High  School,  following  which  he  pur- 
sued a course  of  two  years  at  the  Ohio  Wesleyan 
University,  Delaware,  and  then  took  up  his  med- 
ical studies  at  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Sur- 
geons at  Baltimore,  Maryland.  Graduating  with 
the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  from  that  in- 
stitution in  1891,  he  located  at  Washington, 
Ohio,  for  a short  time,  and  in  1892  came  to  Free- 
port, where  he  has  since  been  in  the  enjoyment 
of  a constantly  increasing  and  lucrative  prac- 
tice. He  is  a broad-minded  and  progressive  prac- 
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titioner,  a careful  observer  of  the  courtesies  and 
amenities  of  his  profession  and  at  all  times  a 
seeker  of  its  most  intelligent  and  praiseworthy 
compensations.  He  maintains  membership  in 
the  Harrison  County  Medical  Society  and  the 
Ohio  State  Medical  Society,  and  as  a fraternal- 
ist  belongs  to  the  Masonic  Blue  Lodge  at  Free- 
port and  the  Royal  Arch  Chapter  at  Uhrichs- 
ville.  With  his  family  he  belongs  to  the  Meth- 
odist Church.  Doctor  Zellars  has  several  busi- 
ness connections  and  is  vice  president  of  the 
Freeport  State  Bank. 

On  January  31,  1894,  Doctor  Zellars  was 
united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Mary  Craig,  of 
Washington,  Ohio,  daughter  of  John  and  Mary 
Craig.  Mrs.  Zellars  died  in  1909,  having  been 
the  mother  of  two  children : Virginia  and  Rob- 

ert, the  latter  of  whom  died  in  infancy. 

Thomas  J.  Saltsman.  Bankers  represent 
composite  business  more  definitely  than  any 
other  one  class  of  workers  in  any  community, 
and  their  attitude  is  incidentally  potent  in  the 
formulation  and  direction  of  public  opinion,  even 
as  their  ability  and  character  have  influence  in 
the  stabilizing  and  protecting  commercial  and 
industrial  affairs  and  community  interests  in 
general.  The  fine  little  city  of  Carrollton,  judi- 
cial center  of  Carroll  County,  is  fortunate  in 
having  as  one  of  its  leading  figures  in  the  con- 
trol of  financial  interests  of  broad  scope  and  im- 
portance a man  of  such  sterling  worth  and  such 
well  proved  initiative  and  executive  ability  as 
Mr.  Saltsman,  who  has  gained  through  his  own 
ability  and  achievement  a high  reputation  as  a 
financier  and  who  is  president  of  the  Cummings 
Trust  Company,  one  of  the  strong  financial  insti- 
tutions of  this  part  of  the  Buckeye  State. 

Mr.  Saltsman  was  born  in  Jefferson  County, 
Ohio,  March  20,  1859,  and  the  place  of  his  nativ- 
ity was  a farm  situated  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
village  of  Tunnel  Hill.  He  is  a son  of  John  K. 
and  Jane  Saltsman,  the  former  of  whom  died  in 
1911  and  the  latter  in  1916.  Mr.  Saltsman  was 
six  years  old  when  his  parents  came  to  Carroll 
County  and  established  their  home  on  a farm 
near  Mechanicstown.  but  two  years  later  the 
family  removed  to  West  Salem.  Wayne  County. 
Thomas  J.  Saltsman  acquired  his  early  education 
in  the  public  schools  of  his  native  state,  and 
after  the  removal  of  the  family  to  Wayne  County 
he  remained  with  his  parents  until  August  23, 
1875,  when  he  came  to  Harlem  Springs,  Carroll 
County,  where  he  took  a clerical  position  in  the 
general  merchandise  store  of  John  Richards  and 
Joseph  Peterson.  He  thus  continued  to  be  asso- 
ciated with  this  firm  for  nine  years  and  seven 
months,  and  after  Mr.  Peterson  purchased  the 
interest  of  Mr.  Richards  he  admitted  Mr.  Salts- 
man to  partnership  in  the  business,  which  was 
thereafter  continued  under  the  firm  name  of 
Peterson  & Saltsman  until  the  junior  member 
sold  his  interest  and  in  February,  1885,  returned 
to  West  Salem,  Wayne  County.  After  there 
holding  a clerical  position  for  eighteen  months 
he  came  to  Carrollton,  where  for  the  ensuing 
two  years  and  ten  months  he  was  employed  in 
the  retail  mercantile  establishment  of  Kerns  & 
Friedler.  On  the  1st  of  July,  1889,  he  initiated 
what  has  proved  a signally  successful  and  influ- 
ential career  in  connection  with  banking  enter- 


prise, for  on  that  date  he  took  a position  in  the 
bank  of  James  P.  Cummings,  an  institution  from 
which  has  been  developed  the  present  Cum- 
mings Trust  Company,  of  wWch  Mr.  Saltsman  is 
the  president.  This  mere  statement  vouches  for 
the  exceptional  ability  that  has  been  shown  by 
Mr.  Saltsman,  for  his  advancement  to  his  pres- 
ent important  official  position  was  won  through 
effective  service  and  through  his  admirable 
grasp  of  all  executive  details  of  the  banking 
business.  He  has  made  a close  study  of  eco- 
nomic and  financial  matters  and  has  become  a 
recognized  authority  in  his  chosen  field  of  enter- 
prise, which  he  has  dignified  alike  by  his  ster- 
ling attributes  of  character  and  by  his  high 
sense  of  personal  stewardship  in  safeguarding 
the  interests  of  the  community  at  large.  He 
maintains  duly  conservative  policies  in  his  bank- 
ing institution,  but  not  at  the  sacrifice  of  the 
progressive  methods  that  are  demanded  with 
over  changing  conditions.  His  success  and  pres- 
tige have  been  won  through  his  own  ability  and 
efforts  and  no  citizen  commands  a fuller  meas- 
ure of  popular  confidence  and  esteem.  Both  he 
and  his  wife  hold  membership  in  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  in  their  home  city. 

On  March  30,  1886,  Mr.  Saltsman  married  Miss 
Jennie  M.  Taylor,  at  Harlem  Springs,  Ohio. 
Their  five  children  are:  Nellie,  a teacher  in  tne 
public  schools ; Olive,  also  a teacher  in  the  home 
schools;  William  T.,  now  assistant  treasurer 
of  the  Savings  Department  of  the  Cummings 
Trust  Company;  and  Isaac  and  Richard,  twins 
who  are  now  in  their  second  year  at  Mount 
Union  College  and  are  making  good  as  students. 

Walter  O.  DeFord.  A prominent,  prosperous 
and  highly  esteemed  citizen  of  Carrollton,  Car- 
roll  County,  Ohio,  Walter  O.  DeFord  was  for 
many  years  intimately  associated  with  the  pro- 
motion of  the  financial  and  material  prosperity 
of  his  home  city,  and  having  accomplished  a 
satisfactory  work  is  now  living  retired  from 
active  pursuits,  devoting  his  time  and  energies 
to  his  personal  affairs.  A native  of  Carroll 
County,  he  was  born  December  8,  1874,  in  Au- 
gusta Township,  of  Huguenot  ancestry,  being  a 
lineal  descendant  of  one  Jean  DeFord.  the  immi- 
grant, the  line  of  descent  being  thus  traced : 
Jean,  John,  John,  William,  John  W.,  and 
Walter  O. 

In  1685,  on  the  Revocation  of  the  Edict  of 
Nantes  by  Louis  XIV,  Jean  DeFord,  accompanied 
by  his  bride,  Marie  (Marchand)  DeFord,  fled 
from  Toulouse,  France,  and  later,  in  1686  or 
1687,  came  to  America,  settling  in  Kent  County, 
Maryland,  where  all  of  their  children,  thirteen 
sons  and  one  daughter,  were  born.  From  these 
sons  all  of  the  DeFords  of  this  county  are  de- 
scended. The  daughter  became  the  wife  of  a 
Mr.  Merchant,  of  Philadelphia.  The  old  Hugue- 
not family  Bible  brought  from  France  by  the 
immigrant  ancestor,  who  inscribed  therein  the 
names  of  himself  and  family,  is  now  in  the  pos- 
session of  William  DeFord  of  Baltimore,  Mary- 
land, a second  cousin  of  the  subject  of  this 
sketch. 

John  DeFord,  a native  of  Kent  County,  Mary- 
land, served  as  an  officer  in  the  Revolutionary 
war.  Through  the  depreciation  of  continental 
money  he  lost  his  entire  fortune,  and  subse- 
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quently  migrated  to  Pennsylvania,  settling  in 
Fayette  County,  then  a part  of  Westmoreland 
County;  He  became  owner  of  a mill  near  Red 
Stone  Creek,  and  was  accidentally  killed  while 
carrying,  on  horseback,  a grist  across  the  creek. 
He  was  married,  and  was  the  father  of  two  sons, 
John  and  Merchant. 

John  DeFord,  a native  of  Kent  County,  Mary- 
land, was  a lad  of  eighteen  years  when  his  par- 
ents settled  in  Pennsylvania.  Coming  to  Car- 
roll  County,  Ohio,  in  1811,  he  entered  a tract 
of  land,  and  then  returned  to  Pennsylvania.  He 
made  several  other  entries  of  land  in  Ohio,  tne 
last  entry  having  been  made  in  1826,  when  he 
had  title  to  900  acres.  For  full  forty  years  he 
was  a hotel  keeper  in  Fayette  County,  Pennsyl- 
vania, at  the  foot  of  Laurel  Hill,  near  Hopgood, 
which  was  named  in  honor  of  his  wife’s  father. 
Coming  from  there  to  Carroll  County,  Ohio,  in 
1812,  he  settled  in  Washington  Township,  where 
he  continued  his  residence  until  his  death,  De- 
cember 25,  1873,  at  the  remarkable  age  of  one 
hundred  and  two  years.  He  was  a democrat  in 
politics,  and  a member  of  the  Protestant  Church. 

John  DeFord  was  twice  married.  He  married 
first,  in  1799,  Mary  Hopgood,  a daughter  of  Rev. 
John  Hopgood,  a Baptist  minister  of  Fayette 
County,  Pennsylvania.  She  died  in  1815,  leav- 
ing six  children,  Hannah,  John,  William,  Mrs. 
Harriet  Broomfield,  of  Keen,  Elizabeth  and  Dan- 
iel. He  married  for  his  second  wife  Lydia 
Broomfield,  a native  of  Pennsylvania.  She  died 
in  1838,  leaving  one  son,  who  settled  in  Kansas 
City,  Missouri. 

William  DeFord  was  born  in  Uniontown,  Fay- 
ette County,  Pennsylvania,  April  28,  1807,  and 
was  there  educated,  attending  first  the  public 
schools  and  later  Madison  College,  of  which 
Rev.  Henry  B.  Ba scorn  was  then  president.  In 
1822  he  visited  friends  in  Wooster,  Ohio,  and 
in  1835  came  here  to  stay.  Settling  on  a farm 
in  Carroll  County,  he  carried  on  general  farm- 
ing most  successfully  for  many  years.  He  was 
a democrat  in  politics  until  1861,  but  after  that 
time  was  an  active  worker  in  the  republican 
ranks.  During  the  Civil  war  he  assisted  in  rais- 
ing troops,  and  in  1863  was  elected  as  a repre- 
sentative from  Carroll  County  to  the  State 
Legislature,  serving  with  such  ability  that  he 
was  re-elected  to  the  same  high  position  in  1867. 
He  served  for  several  terms  as  a justice  of  the 
peace.  Religiously  he  was  a member  of  the 
Protestant  Methodist  Church.  He  married  in 
1838  Mary  D.  Williams,  who  was  born  in  New 
Jersey  in  1801,  and  died  September  10,  1875,  in 
Carroll  County,  Ohio.  Two  sons  were  born  of 
their  union,  as  follows:  Nathan,  a merchant 
and  miller,  who  settled  near  Rochester,  Ohio; 
and  John  W. 

John  W.  DeFord  was  born  on  the  home  farm 
in  Washington  Township,  Carroll  County,  Ohio, 
May  29,  1840.  He  received  excellent  educational 
advantages  in  the  days  of  his  youth,  and  was 
well  drilled  in  the  various  branches  of  agricul- 
ture. Inheriting  from  his  father  160  acres  of 
land  in  Washington  Township  and  100  acres  in 
Augusta  Township,  he  carried  on  general  farm- 
ing with  highly  gratifying  results  for  many 
years,  making  his  home  in  the  meantime  in  Au- 
gusta Township.  Coming  to  Carroll  County  on 
February  22,  1916,  he  made  his  home  with  his 


son  Walter  O.  DeFord  until  his  death,  which  oc- 
curred April  26,  1916.  He  was  independent  In 
politics,  voting  for  the  best  men  and  measures, 
and  attended  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  of 
which  his  wife  was  a member.  He  married 
Elvira  Croxton,  who  was  born  January  18,  1838. 
Her  father,  William  Croxton,  was  born  at  Crox- 
ton’s  Run  in  West  Virginia  in  1800  and  died  in 
1888.  William  Croxton  married  Jane  McGee  on 
April  12,  1827.  She  was  bora  in  Amsterdam, 
Ohio,  September  16,  1808,  and  died  in  1845.  Of 
the  Croxton  family  there  were  nine  children, 
four  daughters  and  five  sons.  The  Croxtons 
came  to  Ohio  from  West  Virginia  in  1812  and 
located  on  what  is  known  as  the  Simpson  Har- 
vey farm  near  Carrollton.  William  Croxton, 
who  spent  his  last  years  in  Kansas,  was  a 
stanch  republican,  and  he  and  his  wife  were 
members  of  the  Methodist  Church.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  John  W.  DeFord  had  two  children,  Union 
C.  and  Walter  O. 

Union  C.  DeFord  was  born  and  bred  in  Car- 
roll  County,  Ohio.  Being  admitted  in  early  life 
to  the  Ohio  bar,  he  acquired  an  enviable  reputa- 
tion as  a lawyer,  and  for  a number  of  terms 
served  as  probate  judge  of  Carroll  County.  Go- 
ing to  Lisbon,  Ohio,  in  1903,  he  remained  there 
three  years,  and  then  moved  to  Youngstown, 
Ohio,  where  as  junior  member  of  the  firm  of 
Harrington  & DeFord  he  was  attorney  for  the 
Heim  & Osborne  Corporation.  His  first  wife, 
whose  maiden  name  was  Eva  R.  Rice,  died  in 
early  womanhood,  leaving  one  son,  John  W.  De- 
Ford. He  married  for  his  second  wife  Grace 
M.  Whitcraft,  a daughter  of  Henry  Whitcraft, 
and  they  have  one  child,  Sarah  W.  DeFord. 
Henry  Whitcraft,  one  time  mayor,  organized  the 
J.  P.  Cummings  Bank  Company  and  the  First 
National  Bank,  which  in  1900  were  consolidated 
under  the  name  of  the  Cummings  Trust  Com- 
pany. He  was  prominent  in  Masonry,  belonging 
to  Lodge,  Comma ndery  and  Shrine. 

Walter  O.  DeFord  was  brought  up  on  the 
home  farm  and  acquired  his  rudimentary  educa- 
tion in  the  rural  schools  of  his  native  township, 
later  completing  his  early  studies  at  the  State 
Normal  School  in  Ada.  He  was  subsequently 
telegraph  operator  at  Malvern  on  the  Cleveland 
& Pittsburg  Railroad  for  awhile  and  afterward 
accepted  a position  in  the  office  of  his  brother, 
judge  of  probate,  at  Carrollton,  where  he  also 
became  one  of  the  original  members  of  the  Car- 
rollton Band,  of  which  very  few  are  now  living. 
In  1900  Mr.  DeFord  was  made  assistant  cashier 
of  the  First  National  Bank,  which  on  June  1, 
1906,  was  merged  into  the  Cummings  Trust 
Company.  In  1911  he  formed  partnership  with 
Dr.  Miller  of  the  R.  E.  Miller  Motor  Car  Com- 
pany, and  they  had  the  first  agency  for  the  Ford 
and  Dodge  cars.  In  September,  1916,  the  part- 
nership was  dissolved  and  Mr.  DeFord  retired. 
Accepting  the  position  of  assistant  secretary  of 
that  organization  he  held  it  until  June  1,  1916, 
when  he  retired  from  active  business. 

Mr.  DeFord  has  acquired  property  of  much 
value,  owning  the  old  John  M.  Thompson  resi- 
dence. and  with  his  brother  having  title  to  the 
parental  homestead  and  to  640  acres  of  land  In 
Butler  County,  Kansas.  He  invariably  supports 
the  principles  of  the  republican  party  by  voice 
and  vote,  but  has  never  been  an  aspirant  for 
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official  honors.  He  is  a Knight  Templar  Mason 
and  belongs  to  the  Shrine.  He  is  not  affiliated 
with  any  religious  organization,  hut  his  wife  and 
children  attend  the  Lutheran  Church. 

On  October  14,  1903,  Walter  O.  DeFord  was 
united  in  marriage  with  Clara  L.  Byder,  of  Car- 
rollton, Ohio,  a daughter  of  John  G.  and  Mar- 
garet (Buck)  Byder,  neither  of  whom  are  now 
living,  Mrs.  Byder’ s death  having  occurred  in 
October,  1901,  and  Mr.  Byder’s,  April  25,  1919. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  DeFord  have  two  children,  Ethel 
P.,  horn  December  6,  1904;  and  Deane  C.,  born 
June  4,  1906. 

Griffith  Lemmon  passed  his  entire  life  in 
Short  Creek  Township,  Harrison  County,  be- 
came one  of  the  substantial  farmers  and  hon- 
ored and  influential  citizens  of  his  native  town- 
ship, and  was  a representative  of  a sterling  pio- 
neer family  of  the  county,  where  his  father  set- 
tled in  the  early  days  and  reclaimed  a produc- 
tive farm  in  Short  Creek  Township.  The  father, 
who  likewise  bore  the  personal  name  of  Griffith, 
was  born  In  Ireland,  and  was  one  of  the  vener- 
able pioneer  citizens  of  Harrison  County  at  the 
time  of  his  death.  Both  he  and  his  wife  were 
members  of  the  old  Scotch  Seceders  Church, 
which  in  Ameria  has  been  developed  into  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church.  His  children  were 
six  in  number — William,  James,  Mary,  Fannie, 
Jane  and  Griffith,  Jr. 

Griffith  Lemmon,  Jr.,  was  born  In  Short  Creek 
Township  on  the  26th  of  November,  1829,  and  on 
his  fine  old  home  farm  in  this  township  he  re- 
mained from  his  young  manhood  until  his  death, 
which  occurred  June  25,  1908.  His  wife  passed 
away  September  4,  1905,  and  both  had  been 
zealous  members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

As  a young  man  Mr.  Lemmon  wedded  Miss 
Rebecca  Elizabeth  Pogue,  who  was  born  in 
Washington  County,  Pennsylvania,  on  the  3d 
of  July,  1830,  a daughter  of  George  and  Nancy 
Pogue,  who  were  residents  of  Harrison  County, 
Ohio,  at  the  time  of  their  death.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Lemmon  became  the  parents  of  seven  children, 
and  their  lives  were  earnest,  faithful  and  un- 
assuming, marked  by  Christian  faith  exempli- 
fied in  their  daily  walk  and  by  the  kindliness 
and  tolerance  which  ever  beget  popular  confi- 
dence and  esteem.  Of  the  children  the  eldest 
was  Robert  P.,  who  was  born  September  15, 
l$fo7,  and  whose  death  occurred  September  2, 
1910;  Virginia,  who  was  born  May  27,  1859,  is 
the  wife  of  Isaac  P.  Lewis;  Mary  B.,  who  was 
born  July  1,  1861,  is  the  wife  of  Thomas  F. 
Mitchell;  Ruth  A.,  who  was  born  July  3,  1863, 
is  the  wife  of  John  H.  Siebert;  Ida  R.,  who 
was  born  April  3,  1866,  is  the  wife  of  Charles 
D.  Martin;  Alma  Viola,  who  was  bom  January 
20,  1869,  is  the  wife  of  Robert  M.  Francis,  of 
whom  individual  mention  is  made  on  other  pages 
of  this  volume;  George  G.  was  bora  April  9, 
1873,  is  a farmer  in  Smithfleld  Township,  Jef- 
ferson County,  Ohio,  and  the  maiden  name  of 
his  wife  was  Mabel  Nailer. 

Robert  M.  Francis  is  one  of  the  substantial 
agriculturists  and  stock-growers  who  are  gaining 
maximum  returns  from  the  fine  farm  lands  of 
Harrison  County.  He  is  a sterling  citizen  of 
Short  Creek  township,  where  he  has  a well-im- 


proved farm  of  153  acres,  devoted  to  diversified 
agriculture  and  to  the  raising  of  excellent  types 
of  live  stock,  with  special  attention  given  to  the 
breeding  of  Percheron  horses,  Jersey  cattle  and 
Chester  White  swine.  He  is  liberal  and  pro- 
gressive as  a citizen  and  man  of  affairs,  is  a 
republican  In  politics,  and  he  and  his  wife  hold 
membership  in  the  United  Presbyterian  Church 
at  Harrisville. 

Mr.  Francis  was  born  in  Jefferson  County, 
Ohio,  on  the  20th  of  April,  1862,  and  is  a son  of 
Robert  and  Catherine  (Sutherland)  Francis, 
both  likewise  natives  of  that  county,  where  the 
respective  families  settled  in  the*  pioneer  days. 
Walter  and  Martha  (Finney)  Francis,  paternal 
grandparents  of  the  subject  of  this  review,  were 
pioneers  of  Smithfleld  Township,  Jefferson 
County,  where  they  developed  a productive  farm, 
the  old  homestead  having  been  the  birthplace  of 
their  nine  children — William,  Martha,  John, 
James,  Elizabeth,  Walter,  Robert,  Joseph  and 
Margaret.  Robert  Francis  passed  his  entire  life 
in  Jefferson  County,  where  he  owned  a valuable 
farm  of  174  acres  and  where  he  gained  special 
prominence  in  the  raising  of  fine  wool  sheep. 
Both  he  and  his  wife  were  well  advanced  in 
years  at  the  time  of  their  deaths.  They  became 
the  parents  of  a fine  family  of  twelve  children, 
namely : Mary  Elizabeth,  Martha,  Anna,  David, 
Selina,  Esther,  Adaline,  Kate,  William,  Robert 
M.,  Ross  and  Minnie. 

Robert  M.  Francis  gained  his  youthful  educa- 
tion in  the  public  schools  of  his  native  county, 
and  there,  in  Smithfleld  Township,  he  initiated 
his  independent  activities  as  a farmer.  There 
he  continued  operations  until  1903,  when  he  re- 
moved to  the  village  of  Adena,  that  county, 
where  for  the  following  six  years  he  was  en- 
gaged in  the  real  estate  and  building  business. 
He  then,  in  1910,  removed  to  the  farm  which  is 
now  his  place  of  residence,  and  here  unqualified 
success  has  attended  bis  vigorous  activities  as 
an  agriculturist  and  stock-grower.  His  first 
wife,  Ella,  was  a daughter  of  Hamilton  Kerr, 
of  Harrison  County,  and  she  died  in  1902,  leav- 
ing no  children. 

In  the  year  1905  was  solemnized  the  marriage 
of  Mr.  Francis  to  Miss  Alma  Viola  Lemmon, 
daughter  of  the  late  Griffith  Lemmon,  to  whom 
a memoir  is  dedicated  on  other  pages  of  this 
work.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Francis  have  two  children 
— Elizabeth  Rebecca,  bora  December  24,  1908; 
and  Robert  Floyd,  born  February  13,  1910. 

Frederick  C.  Harbah.  The  Harrahs  are  a 
pioneer  Harrison  County  family,  Frederick  o. 
Harrah  having  been  born  at  the  same  farmstead 
as  his  father,  February  10,  1874,  and  he  has 
always  lived  there.  The  Harrahs  live  in  Green 
Township,  the  father,  Leslie  Harrah,  dying 
there  February  15,  1901.  He  married  Susannah 
F.  Mansfield,  who  is  still  living,  aged  seventy- 
one  years,  with  her  son.  There  is  a previous 
record  of  the  family  in  an  old  history. 

Frederick  C.  Harrah  supplemented  his  com- 
mon school  education  by  attending  Sclo  Col- 
lege from  1893  to  1896,  and  as  a young  man  he 
began  farming  where  he  has  always  lived,  com- 
bining the  livestock  business  with  agriculture. 
On  August  30,  1906,  Mr.  Harrah  married  Lena 
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Stringer,  a daughter  of  John  M.  and  Susannah 
(Buchanan)  Stringer,  their  biography  also  ap- 
pearing in  an  old  history. 

The  children  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Harrah 
are:  Clarence  Claud,  Charles  Dean  and  John 

Barclay.  The  Harrahs  are  members  of  the 
Beech  Spring  Presbyterian  Church. 

Florents  E.  Hoff ee  has  effectively  proved 
his  executive  and  administrative  ability  during 
his  incumbency  of  the  position  of  cashier  of  the 
Minerva  Savings  & Trust  Company  at  its  Mal- 
vern office  in  Malvern,  Carroll  County,  and  is 
one  of  the  prominent  and  popular  representa- 
tives of  financial  enterprise  in  his  native  county. 

Mr.  Hoffee  was  born  in  Rose  Township,  Car- 
roll  County,  on  the  11th  of  March,  1863,  and  is 
a son  of  Simon  and  Catharine  (Sheraw)  Hoffee, 
the  former  of  whom  was  born  in  Shelby  County, 
Ohio,  April  12,  1828,  and  the  latter  of  whom  was 
born  in  Carroll  County  in  1832,  a daughter  of 
Sebastian  and  Elizabeth  (Myers)  Sheraw,  who 
established  their  home  in  Rose  Township  about 
the  year  1830  and  who  here  passed  the  remain- 
der of  their  lives.  Simon  Hoffee  was  about 
six  years  of  age  when  in  1834  his  parents  came 
to  Carroll  County  and  established  their  home 
on  a pioneer  farm  in  Rose  Township,  which 
continued  to  be  their  place  of  residence  during 
the  remainder  of  their  lives. 

Simon  Hoffee  was  reared  on  the  old  home 
farm  in  Rose  Township  and  received  the  advan- 
tages of  the  common  schools  of  the  locality  and 
period.  In  his  youth  he  learned  the  trade  of 
shoemaker,  but  the  major  port  of  his  active  ca- 
reer was  given  to  farm  enterprise  in  Rose  Town- 
ship. He  was  a man  of  energy  and  marked  busi- 
ness acumen,  was  successful  in  his  farm  en- 
terprise, was  an  active  and  loyal  advocate  of  the 
principles  of  the  democratic  party,  and  both  he 
and  his  wife  were  communicants  of  the  Catholic 
Church.  He  passed  away  on  the  11th  of  Novem- 
ber, 1915,  as  one  of  the  representative  pioneer 
citizens  of  the  county,  and  his  widow  entered 
into  eternal  rest  on  the  21st  of  April,  1916.  They 
became  the  parents  of  seven  children,  S'ylvanus, 
Margaret,  William,  Florents  E.,  Franklin  H., 
Urban  L.  and  John  E.  Margaret,  William  and 
Franklin  H.  are  deceased. 

He  whose  name  initiates  this  review  gained 
his  earlier  graded  school  in  the  village  of  Mag- 
nolia. Later  he  attended  the  Ohio  State  Normal 
School  at  East  Sparta,  and  thereafter  he  con- 
tinued his  studies  for  some  time  in  Mount  Union 
College.  For  eight  years  he  was  a successful 
and  popular  teacher  in  the  public  schools,  prin- 
cipally in  Carroll  County,  and  he  then  engaged 
in  the  clothing  and  shoe  business  at  Malvern, 
where  he  developed  a prosperous  enterprise  that 
continued  to  engage  his  attention  for  a period 
of  eighteen  years.  Since  January,  1909.  he  has 
held  the  office  of  cashier  of  the  Minerva  Savings 
& Trust  Company  at  its  Malvern  office,  and  he 
has  wielded  much  influence  in  the  upbuilding  of 
the  substantial  and  important  business  of  this 
representative  financial  institution.  In  the  mer- 
cantile business  he  was  associated  with  George 
W.  Hemming  and  R.  P.  Hemming,  and  in  1903 
they  erected  a substantial  brick  building,  forty- 
four  by  seventy-two  feet  in  dimensions  and  three- 
stories  in  height,  which  is  known  as  the  Hoffee 


A Hemming  block  and  in  which  they  established 
their  well  equipped  store,  this  being  one  of  the 
best  business  blocks  in  the  village,  and  one  of 
the  best  and  most  patronized  stores  on  Sandy 
Valley. 

The  democratic  party  receives  the  unqualified 
allegiance  of  Mr.  Hoffee,  but  the  only  public 
offices  he  has  consented  to  hold  are  those  of 
treasurer  of  the  village  of  Malvern,  member  of 
the  village  council  and  member  of  the  board  of 
education.  Hie  and  his  family  are  communicants 
of  the  Catholic  Church. 

In  September,  1889,  was  solemnized  the  mar- 
riage of  Mr.  Hoffee  to  Miss  Emma  Remmie, 
who  likewise  was  born  and  reared  in  Carroll 
County  and  who  is  a daughter  of  George  and 
Adaline  (Perola)  Remmie,  both  now  deceased. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hoffee  have  three  children — Lela 
who  continued  her  studies  in  the  public  schools 
until  she  had  completed  a course  in  the  Malvern 
High  School  and  is  now  her  father’s  able  assist- 
ant in  the  banking  office;  Mabel,  likewise  prof- 
ited by  the  advantages  of  the  local  high  school 
and  remains  at  the  parental  home,  as  does  also 
Raymond,  who  is  still  attending  school  at  the 
time  of  this  writing,  In  1920. 

Morris  Charms.  Born  and  bred  in  a far- 
off  eastern  country  of  Europe,  Morris  Charms, 
of  Carrollton,  came  to  America  a short  time  be- 
fore attaining  his  majority,  and  in  the  years 
that  have  since  elapsed  has  fully  demonstrated 
his  respect  for  American  ways,  methods  and  in- 
stitutions, and  has  acquired  an  honored  position 
among  the  loyal  and  valued  citizens  of  Ohio. 
He ‘is  a self-made  man  in  every  sense  implied 
by  the  term,  and  a brief  record  of  his  life  may 
furnish  to  the  rising  generation  a forcible  ex- 
ample of  the  material  success  to  be  obtained  by 
persevering  industry  and  thrift.  He  was  born 
September  15,  1885,  in  Russia,  where  he  re- 
ceived his  preliminary  education. 

Immigrating  to  the  United  States  in  1905,  Mr. 
Charms  located  in  Cleveland,  Ohio,  where  he 
attended  night  schools,  acquiring  an  excellent 
knowledge  of  the  English  language,  and  during 
the  day  he  became  familiar  with  .various 
branches  of  industry.  Coming  from  that  city 
to  Carrollton  on  February  14,  1911,  he  embarked 
in  mercantile  pursuits  as  a dealer  in  shoes  and 
men’s  furnishing  goods,  his  store  being  located 
on  Main  Street.  Energetic,  enterprising  and  pro- 
gressive, Mr.  Charms  met  with  success  from  the 
start,  having  become  owner  not  only  of  the 
substantial  building,  28  by  130  feet,  in  which 
his  business  is  located,  but  of  one  of  the  finest 
residences  in  Carrollton.  A man  of  pleasing 
address,  courteous  and  genial  in  manner,  he 
has  made  friends  with  all  classes  of  people,  r.nd 
as  he  has  the  distinction  of  being  the  only  Jew 
in  the  city  his  popularity  was  plainly  shown 
when  he  raised,  without  difficulty,  the  tidy  sum 
of  $1,100.00  for  the  Jewish  Relief  Fund.  He 
speaks  seven  different  languages  and  has  assisted 
greatly  as  interpreter,  giving  his  services  freely. 

Mr.  Charms  married  in  February,  1912,  Re- 
becca Comp,  of  Cleveland,  and  they  are  the 
parents  of  two  children:  Eleanor,  born  Decem- 

ber 25,  1915;  and  Gladys,  born  February  28, 
1919.  Religiously  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Charms  are 
valued  members  of  the  Jewish  Church.  Frater- 
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nally  Mr.  Charms  is  a member  of  Carroll  Lodge 
No.  124,  Ancient  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  of 
Carrollton;  of  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Joseph; 
of  Benedict  Spinoza  Lodge  No.  92,  of  Cleveland, 
Ohio,  and  also  of  the  Modern  Woodmen  of 
America. 

Judge  John  Bbough  Worley.  But  few,  if 
any,  of  the  native  born  sons  of  Harrison  County 
in  the  present  generation  have  attained  a greater 
prominence  in  their  chosen  fields  of  endeavor 
or  have  gained  greater  personal  popularity  as 
a man  and  citizen  than  has  Judge  John  B. 
Worley,  lawyer  and  jurist  of  Cadiz,  and  judge 
of  the  Common  Pleas  Court  of  Harrison  County. 
He  is  in  the  third  generation  of  his  family  in 
this  county — a family  which  has  had  part  in 
the  annals  of  the  county  for  over  a hundred 
years. 

The  pioneer  of  the  family  in  Harrison  County 
was  Thomas  Worley,  grandfather  to* the  present 
generation,  who  came  into  Ohio  from  Pennsyl- 
vania at  the  beginning  of  the  nineteenth  century 
and  settled  on  his  own  land  in  Athens  Township 
in  1809.  He  was  a charter  member  of  the  Dick- 
erson Methodist  Episcopal  Church  which  was 
one  of  the  pioneer  churches  of  the  county  and 
which  is  still  in  existence.  He  had  four  sons 
and  six  daughters,  the  sons  having  been  Thomas, 
David,  Daniel  and  James,  all  of  whom  are 
deceased. 

Daniel  Worley,  third  son  of  Thomas,  the 
pioneer,  was  born  on  the  old  Worley  homestead 
in  Athens  Township  in  1812,  and  died  on  the 
same  farm  in  1887.  Before  the  building  of  rail- 
roads in  Harrison  County  he  frequently  made 
trips  by  wagon  to  Baltimore,  Maryland,  hauling 
local  products  to  the  city  markets  and  return- 
ing with  merchandise  for  the  local  stores.  His 
return  from  the  east  over  the  National  pike, 
driving  a six-horse  team  hitched  to  a wagon 
laden  with  needed  goods  and  supplies,  was  an 
event  in  the  community.  The  round  trip  in 
those  early  days  required  approximately  six 
weeks;  the  same  trip  at  the  present  time  can 
be  made  easily  with  an  automobile  in  four 
days.  Daniel  married  for  his  first  wife  Sarah 
Peregoy,  who  bore  him  three  daughters.  Tem- 
perance, Mary  and  Sarah.  For  his  second  wife 
he  married  Mary  Goodwdn,  who  was  born  in 
Short  Creek  Township,  this  county.  In  1826,  of 
Quaker  parents,  and  died  in  1903.  She  was  the 
daughter  of  Jesse  Goodwin,  a pioneer  of  Short 
Creek  Township.  To  the  second  marriage  were 
bom  the  following  children : William  S.,  Jesse 
A.,  Emory  L.,  Martha  M.,  Emma  L.  (deceased), 
John  B.,  Flora  Alice  and  Lafayett  B. 

Judge  John  B.  Worley,  son  of  Daniel  and 
Mary  (Goodwin)  Worley,  was  born  in  Athens 
Township  on  February  4,  1863.  As  a boy  he 
attended  the  district  schools  during  winter  and 
helped  with  the  work  on  his  father’s  farm  In 
summertime.  He  was  graduated  from  Franklin 
College  with  the  class  of  1888,  spent  three  years 
in  reading  law  under  able  preceptors,  and  was 
admitted  to  the  bar  in  1891.  He  entered  the 
practice  of  law  at  Zanesville,  Ohio,  but  a year 
later  opened  an  office  in  Cadiz,  and  from  that 
time  on,  with  the  exception  of  the  time  he  has 
spent  on  the  bench,  he  has  continued  in  active 
practice  In  this  city.  He  soon  demonstrated  his 


ability  as  an  able  attorney  and  took  rank  with 
the  leaders  of  the  bar.  His  ability  as  a lawyer 
and  his  personality  as  a man  won  him  the 
esteem  and  confidence  of  the  community  to  such 
a degree  that  it  followed  as  a natural  conse- 
quence that  he  should  be  called  upon  to  enter 
the  domain  of  public  affairs.  He  served  one 
term  as  mayor  of  Cadiz  (1896-98)  and  then  was 
elected  Probate  judge  (1899-06).  After  serving 
two  terms  on  the  bench  he  retired  in  February, 
1906,  to  private  practice.  In  1912  he  was  elected 
Common  Pleas  judge  in  the  Eighth  Judicial  Dis- 
trict, and  in  1918  was  elected  Common  Pleas 
judge  for  Harrison  County  under  the  law  pro- 
viding a Common  Pleas  judge  for  each  county, 
and  he  is  still  presiding  over  that  court. 

At  the  time  of  the  change  in  the  judicial  dis- 
tricts by  constitutional  amendment  giving  each 
county  in  Ohio  at  least  one  Common  Pleas 
judge,  it  was  also  provided  for  the  creation  of 
the  position  of  chief  justice  of  the  Supreme 
Court,  who  should  have  general  supervision  of 
the  courts  of  the  state,  with  power  to  call  upon 
local  judges  to  render  service  outside  of  their 
own  jurisdiction.  Under  this  system  the  chief 
justice  has  frequently  called  upon  Judge  Worley 
to  render  judicial  service  in  many  of  the  larger 
counties  of  the  state,  at  different  times  assign- 
ing him  especially  to  cases  of  more  than  ordi- 
nary importance,  and  during  the  last  few  years 
Judge  Worley  has  presided  on  the  bench  at 
Cleveland,  Akron,  Elyria,  Newark  and  other 
large  cities. 

From  the  time  of  the  entrance  of  the  United 
States  into  war  with  Germany  and  until  the 
armistice  was  signed  Judge  Worley  was  very 
active  in  local  World  war  work,  and  he  proba- 
bly rendered  a greater  amount  of  official  and 
personal  service  than  did  any  other  one  man 
in  Harrison  County.  Even  before  this  country 
had  entered  the  war  he  was  outspoken  in  his 
belief  that  the  United  States  should  go  to  the 
assistance  of  the  allies,  and  advocated  a dec- 
laration of  war  against  Germany  long  before 
war  was  declared.  He  presided  at  the  first  war 
meeting  and  by  virtue  of  his  official  position 
he  recommended  for  appointment  the  members 
of  the  county  Draft  Board.  He  was  chairman 
of  the  executive  committee  of  the  County  Red 
Cross  Chapter,  was  chairman  of  the  local  Ad- 
visory Board,  was  chairman  of  the  County  War 
Organization,  and  was  chairman  of  the  last 
four  Liberty  Loan  campaigns. 

In  1896  Judge  Worley  was  united  in  marriage 
with  Auta  A.  Groves,  daughter  of  John  F.  and 
Levina  Groves,  of  Belmont  County,  Ohio.  Mrs. 
Worley  taught  in  the  public  schools  of  Urich- 
ville,  Ohio,  for  eight  years  before  marriage. 
During  her  life  In  Cadiz  she  has  been  active 
in  all  community  welfare  work.  To  Judge  and 
Mrs.  Worley  have  been  born  a son  and  daughter 
— John  G.  and  Mary  Kathryn.  John  G.,  a 
graduate  of  Princeton  College,  class  of  1920, 
was  in  training  at  Camp  Sherman  at  the  time 
the  World  war  came  to  a close  with  the  sign- 
ing of  the  armistice.  Mary  K.  was  graduated 
from  Maryland  College  for  Wromen  with  the 
class  of  1920.  Judge  Worley  and  family  are 
members  of  the  Cadiz  United  Presbyterian 
Church,  of  which  church  the  judge  has  served 
as  elder. 
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Isaiah  Lam  born  (Lambobn  Brothers).  The 
late  Isaiah  La  inborn  and  his  wife,  of  Green 
Township,  are  commemorated  in  the  annals  of 
the  community  by  Lamborn  Brothers,  the  two 
sons  who  are  in  active  management  of  the 
La  inborn  estate  in  Harrison  County.  The 
mother  died  February  21,  1908,  and  the  father 
July  17,  three  years  later.  Isaiah  Lamborn 
was  bom  November  16,  1856,  and  died  while 
yet  comparatively  a young  man. 

Isaiah  Lamborn  was  a son  of  Thomas  Lam- 
born, of  Chester  County.  Pennsylvania.  His 
mother  was  Mary  (Hayes)  Lamborn.  of  the 
same  community.  Thomas  Lamborn  was  a 
Pennsylvania  farmer,  but  in  the  early  ’80s  lie 
removed  from  Chester  County,  Pennsylvania,  to 
Cayuga  County,  New  York,  thence  to  Woodson 
County,  Kansas.  For  a few  years  he  followed 
farming  and  then  engaged  in  the  hardware 
business  there.  The  children  of  that  genera- 
tion are:  Israel,  Isaiah,  Joseph,  Charles  and 
Mary.  The  Lamborns  were  members  of  the 
Friends  Church,  Pennsylvania  having  been  the 
scene  of  the  activities  of  William  Penn  in  co- 
lonial history. 

As  a young  man  Isaiah  Lamborn  begun  farm- 
ing in  Cayuga  County.  New  York,  but  in  1876 
he  removed  to  Short  Creek  Township,  Harrison 
County,  Ohio.  In  1882  he  removed  to  Belmont, 
where  he  remained  twelve  years.  In  1,893  he 
came  to  the  farm  of  a little  more  than  a quarter 
section  in  Green  Township,  where  he  and  his 
wife  died  later.  His  wife  was  Anna,  a daughter 
of  David  and  Amy  (Smith)  Hall.  Their  chil- 
dren are:  Howard  H. : Amy  P. ; Mary,  wife  of 
George  Stringer,  of  Hopedale:  Alice,  wife  of 
Harry  Blaney,  of  Ellen  Grove,  West  Virginia; 
Edith,  wife  of  Adam  Dunlap:  and  Chester  Earl, 
who  married  Bessie  B.  Elliott,  and  they  have 
a daughter,  Maxine  Annahelle.  and  a son,  Robert 
Earl.  A brother,  Charles,  died  in  1906.  Since 
the  death  of  the  father  and  mother,  Howa rd 
H.  and  Chester  E.  Lamborn  have  farmed  the 
homestead.  In  1912  they  started  a fruit  farm, 
planting  an  orchard  of  200  peach  trees,  seventy- 
five  apple  trees  and  a dozen  pear  trees,  and  in 
1921  they  planted  200  apple  and  300  pencil 
trees. 

John  M.  Garvin.  The  late  John  M.  Garvin, 
of  Cadiz,  passed  his  entire  life  in  Harrison 
County,  became  one  of  its  strongest  members 
of  the  bar.  was  a safe  counsellor,  a strong  ad- 
vocate before  courts  and  juries,  and  continued 
his  active  practice  of  the  law  at  Cadiz,  the 
county  seat,  until  the  time  of  his  death,  which 
occurred  July  4.  1897.  He  was  a man  of  sterling 
character  and  was  influential  in  the  affairs  of 
his  county  and  community,  and  in  addition  to 
building  up  a large  and  lucrative  law  practice 
he  served  two  terms  as  prosecuting  attorney  of 
his  county  and  one  appointed  term  in  that  office. 
He  also  served  two  terms  as  clerk  of  courts  at 
the  time  he  was  studying  law.  He  was  a leader 
among  men,  was  foremost  in  the  organization 
of  the  Farmers  and  Mechanics  National  Rank 
of  Cadiz,  Ohio,  of  several  building  and  loau 
associations,  and  was  prominently  mentioned 
for  state  and  district  offices,  but  consistently 
and  persistently  refused  to  suffer  his  name  to 


be  used  for  any  office  outside  of  his  own  native 
county  of  Harrison.  He  was  one  of  the  most 
forceful  and  resourceful  trial  lawyers  at  the 
bar. 

Mr.  Garvin  was  born  at  New  Athens,  Harri- 
son County,  Ohio,  on  the  16th  day  of  May,  1845, 
and  was  a son  of  Daniel  and  Catharine  Davis 
Garvin,  his  father  having  been  an  early  settler 
at  New  Athens,  where  he  long  continued  *n 
business  as  the  village  blacksmith  (also  farm- 
ing some).  and  both  he  and  his  wife  continued 
their  residence  in  Harrison  County  until  their 
deaths.  Both  were  consistent  members  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  They  became  the 
parents  of  seven  children:  Davis,  Mary,  Nancy, 
Rebecca.  John  M.,  James  and  Margaret. 

The  subject  of  this  memoir  acquired  his  early 
education  in  the  public  schools  of  his  native 
village  and  in  a course  at  Franklin  College, 
located  in  New  Athens,  Ohio,  and  from  1862  to 
1870.  saving  the  time  he  was  a soldier  in  the 
Civil  war,  turned  his  attention  to  teaching  in 
the  common  schools  of  the  county  and  in  the 
Cadiz  High  Schools.  He  early  formulated  plans 
for  his  future  career,  and  in  consequence  there- 
with read  law  in  the  law  office  of  Hon.  David 
Cunningham  of  Cadiz.  He  was  admitted  to  the 
bar  in  1870,  and  thereafter  continued  in  the 
practice  of  law  until  his  death,  his  life  having 
been  guided  and  governed  by  the  highest  prin- 
ciples of  justice,  and  his  profession  having  been 
honored  by  his  worthy  achievements  therein. 
He  was  a republican  in  politics,  and  held  mem- 
bership in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  as 
does  his  widow  also. 

On  June  14.  1862.  he  enlisted  as  a private  In 
Company  C of  the  One  Hundred  and  Twenty- 
Sixth  Regiment  of  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry  to 
serve  three  years  during  the  Civil  war,  and  he 
served  with  his  regiment  in  its  many  battles. 
On  May  6.  1804.  at  the  battle  of  the  Wilderness, 
Virginia,  he  was  wounded,  and  on  April  5,  1865, 
he  was  discharged  at  Alexandria,  Virginia,  by 
reason  of  gunshot  wounds  received  in  action. 
His  death  was  caused  by  this  gunshot  wound. 

As  a young  man  Mr.  Garvin  married  Miss 
Anna  Lyons  Bennett,  and  at  her  death  she 
was  survived  by  two  children,  Louisa,  who  is 
the  wife  of  Webster  B.  Slusser.  of  Cleveland; 
and  Norris  Cunningham,  who  resides  at  Billings, 
Montana.  On  February  17.  1892,  was  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  Mr.  Garvin  with  Miss  Addle  D. 
Grider,  who  was  born  on  Wheeling  Island  lo- 
cated in  the  Ohio  River,  near  the  City  of 
Wheeling,  West  Virginia.  She  is  the  daughter 
of  Lawrence  Francis  and  Rebecca  Jane  (Martin) 
Grider,  who  passed  the  closing  years  of  their 
lives  at  C»diz.  Harrison  County.  Mr.  Grider 
was  born  in  Lititz.  Pennsylvania,  and  came  to 
Harrison  County  with  his  family  In  the  ’60s. 
He  established  his  home  in  Cadiz,  where  for 
many  years  he  followed  the  trade  of  painter, 
and  he  was  of  the  venerable  and  honored  citi- 
zen rf  of  the  county  at  the  time  of  his  death. 
Both  he  and  his  wife  were  zealous  members  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  Of  their  two 
children  Mrs.  Garvin  is  the  elder,  and  Martha 
A.,  her  sister,  resides  in  Cadiz. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Garvin  became  the  parents  of 
Philip  Liwrence  Garvin,  who  resides  in  the 
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city  of  Cleveland,  where  he  is  associated  with 
the  Standard  Oil  Company.  In  June,  1917,  he 
enlisted  in  the  nation's  service  in  connection 
with  the  great  World  war.  He  became  a mem- 
ber of  the  One  Hundred  and  Twelfth  United 
States  Enginers,  and  his  company  was  assigned 
to  duty  at  the  headquarters  of  the  Thirty- 
Seventh  Division.  With  his  command  he  went 
to  France  in  June,  1918,  and  there  he  partici- 
pated in  the  historic  and  terrific  Argonne  and 
St.  MIhiel  campaign.  After  the  signing  of  the 
armistice  he  remained  in  France  until  April, 
1919,  when  he  returned  to  his  native  land,  ac- 
companying his  command  to  Camp  Sherman, 
Ohio,  where  he  was  honorably  discharged. 

Among  the  men  of  affairs  in  Harrison  County 
none  were  nearer  the  hearts  of  the  people  and 
none  left  a greater  impress  than  John  M.  Garvin. 

Rot  Henry  Adams.  The  Adams  name  has 
been  carried  to  the  fifth  generation  in  Green 
Township  through  Roy  Henr«r  Adams  in  the 
fourth  and  a son  bearing  his  name  In  the  fifth 
generation  of  the  family  in  Harrison  County. 
John  Adams,  who  brought  the  name  to  the 
United  States,  came  from  Ireland.  It  was  in  the 
spring  of  1805  that  he  established  a home  in 
the  wilderness  of  Harrison  County.  The  chil- 
dren in  his  household  were:  William,  James, 
Samuel,  Hannah,  Joshua  and  John.  It  is 
through  Samuel  Adams  the  name  Is  perpetuated 
in  local  history.  John  Adams,  the  Irish  emi- 
grant, died  in  1812,  and  he  lies  buried  in  West 
Grove  Cemetery.  In  1846  the  wife  was  laid 
beside  him  there. 

At  the  age  of  sixteen  years  Samuel  Adams 
was  thrown  upon  his  own  resources,  and  he 
began  farming  for  himself.  In  time  he  married 
Sarah,  daughter  of  David  Chambers.  Their 
children  are:  Joshua,  Rachel  and  John.  The 
mother  died  February  7,  1851,  and  on  April  2, 
1857,  Mr.  Adams  married  Mary;  a daughter  of 
James  Clark,  of  Athens  Township.  Their  chil- 
dren are  Clark  and  Sarah  Elizabeth.  While  in 
its  early  history  the  Adams  family  in  Harrison 
County  had  been  Friends;  the  Adams  family  of 
this  time  are  Presbyterians.  Samuel  Adams  was 
spoken  of  as  a self-made  man,  having  made  his 
own  way  in  the  world.  The  Commemorative 
Record  says:  “He  had  no  capital  save  a good 

constitution,  willing  heart  and  hands,  coupled 
with  energy,  perseverance  and  a determination 
to  succeed,”  and  he  lived  to  realize  his  ambi- 
tion. In  most  instances,  however,  the  pioneer 
plodded  along  without  much  definite  vision  of 
the  future. 

It  is  through  Clark,  the  son  of  the  second 
marriage,  that  the  Adams  name  is  perpetuated 
to  posterity.  He  was  born  September  12,  lttol, 
and  on  November  26,  1884,  he  married  Dora,  a 
daughter  of  Henry  Copeland,  of  the  same  com- 
munity. Their  children  are:  Mary  V.,  born 
November  2,  1885,  on  June  19,  1907,  became 
the  wife  of  Ralph  E.  Galbreith;  Samuel  Wylie 
Adams  was  born  February  29,  1888,  and  while 
he  was  almost  twenty-seven  years  old  when  he 
died,  May  1,  1914,  he  had  only  celebrated  half 
a dozen  birthdays.  On  January  1,  1914,  S.  W. 
Adams  married  Pauline  Moore.  R.  H.  Adams 
was  born  November  24,  1889,  and  Chester  Clark 
was  born  December  14,  ten  years  later.  R.  H. 


and  C.  C.  Adams  are  the  farmers  at  the  old 
family  homestead  today.  In  the  study  of  calen- 
dars it  is  noted  that  R.  H.  Adams,  born  Novem- 
ber 24,  1889,  came  into  the  world  the  year  the 
figure  9 came  into  the  calendar  to  remain  per- 
manently 111  years.  While  Mr.  Adams  lives 
he  will  never  write  a letter  without  using  the 
figure  9 in  dating  it.  There  had  not  been  a 
nine  in  the  calendar  for  ten  years  until  the 
time  of  his  birth.  The  Adams  family  has  now 
been  in  Harrison  County  more  than  a century. 
Clark  Adams  died  October  19,  1907,  and  his 
wife  died  May  24,  six  years  later. 

While  all  the  Adams  family  had  common 
school  advantages,  R.  H.  Adams  attended  the 
Cadiz  High  School  three  years.  However,  the 
death  of  his  father  changed  his  educational 
plans  and  he  returned  to  the  farmstead.  On 
June  25,  1913,  he  married  Ocie  Belle  Henderson, 
a daughter  of  Aca  and  Delilah  (Barrickman) 
Henderson.  At  that  time  Roy  H.  Adams  bought 
the  interest  of  his  brother  in  the  homestead  and 
the  latter  now  lives  in  Cadiz.  He  has  acquired 
the  ownership  of  140  acres.  Thoroughbred 
Jersey  cattle  and  Ohio  Improved  Chester  White 
hogs  are  the  live-stock  specialties  there. 

The  children  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  R.  H. 
Adams  are:  Henderson  LeRoy,  born  April  27, 
1915;  and  Pauline  Virginia,  born  November  16, 
1918.  While  Mr.  Adams  Is  a Presbyterian,  bis 
wife  holds  membership  in  the  Christian  Church. 
In  the  old  days  when  the  circuit  rider's  horse 
knew  the  location  of  all  the  corn  cribs  in  Harri- 
son County,  they  would  no  doubt  have  belonged 
to  church  together,  but  conditions  are  different 
in  the  twentieth  century.  “Where  the  pot  boils 
the  strongest,  the  preacher  stays  the  longest,” 
is  antedated  everywhere  in  1920 — the  Tercen- 
tenary of  the  church  in  the  New  World.  When 
the  Pilgrim  Fathers  landed  at  Plymouth  Rock 
in  1620  they  constituted  themselves  the  first 
church  in  America. 

William  Vance  Scott.  Although  living  now 
in  retirement  at  Hopedale,  William  Vance  Scott 
has  business  interests  in  the  community  in  addi- 
tion to  the  fine  farm  he  owns  In  Green  Town- 
ship. Mr.  Scott  was  born  May  21,  1850,  in 
Washington  County,  Pennsylvania.  His  father, 
Josiah  N.  Scott,  was  born  there  in  1813,  and 
the  mother,  Rachel  Vance,  was  born  three  years 
later  In  the  same  community.  Mr.  Scott  bears 
the  maiden  name  of  his  mother.  She  was  a 
daughter  of  William  and  Hannah  (Patterson) 
Vance,  and  they  lived  in  Cross  Creek  Township, 
Washington  County,  Pennsylvania. 

William  Vance  was  a Pennsylvania  farmer, 
and  the  old  Vance  Fort  was  located  on  his  farm 
in  Cross  Creek  Township.  He  was  at  one  time 
in  the  Pennsylvania  Legislature  and  was  speaker 
of  the  House.  He  served  as  a member  of  the 
Federal  Grand  Jury  at  Columbus  one  session. 
He  was  appointed  by  Governor  Herrick  as  a 
delegate  to  the  Farmers'  Congress  on  two  oc- 
casions. His  children  are:  Joseph,  Patterson, 
Allison,  James,  Thomas,  John  S.,  Cynthia,  Eliza- 
beth, Caroline,  Anna,  Rachel  (the  mother  of 
William  Vance  Scott),  and  Jane.  The  Vances 
of  that  generation  were  Presbyterians. 

Gen.  Samuel  Scott,  the  grandfather  of  W.  V. 
Scott,  was  a soldier  in  the  Revolutionary  war. 
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His  wife  was  Mary  Wylie,  and  the  name  Wylie 
as  well  as  Vance  has  been  carried  down  through 
the  different  generations.  In  civil  life  General 
Scott  was  a blacksmith  by  trade.  While  the 
blacksmith  is  not  so  much  in  evidehce  today 
when  there  are  so  many  factory  products,  older 
persons  remember  how  necessary  a good  black- 
smith was  in  every  frontier  community.  The 
poem,  “The  Village  Blacksmith,”  will  always  live 
in  literature.  The  children  of  Gen.  Samuel 
Scott  were:  Josiah,  William  and  Samuel. 

William  V.  Scott,  of  Hopedale,  is  a son  of 
the  oldest  son  of  General  Scott,  Josiah  N.  Scott, 
who  in  his  day  was  a real  son  of  the  American 
Revolution,  his  father  being  the  soldier.  W. 
V.  Scott  easily  establishes  his  eligibility  to  mem- 
bership in  the  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution. 
His  wife  died  in  1866,  and  he  died  in  1894,  at 
the  advanced  age  of  eighty-one  years,  after 
having  spent  all  of  his  life  in  Washington  Coun- 
ty, Pennsylvania.  Their  children  are:  Hannah 
Lauretta,  Mary  Anna,  Samuel  Clark,  Lina,  Alla 
M.,  William  Vance,  Jennie  and  Josiah  Ernest, 
the  latter  a physician  at  New  Hope,  Pennsyl- 
vania. 

It  was  in  1882  that  W.  V.  Scott  removed 
from  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania,  to 
Harrison  County,  Ohio,  locating  on  a farm  in 
Green  Township.  He  had  been  a farmer  in 
Pennsylvania,  and  he  is  a farmer  in  Ohio.  In 
the  spring  of  1919  Mr.  Scott  abandoned  the 
farm  and  took  up  his  residence  in  Hopedale. 
He  owns  a farm  of  173  acres  In  Green  Town- 
ship, where  he  lived  thirty-seven  years.  Mr. 
Scott  is  one  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
First  National  Bank  of  Hopedale,  having  al- 
ways been  a stockholder  and  being  elected  a 
director  at  the  time  of  its  organization.  He 
helped  organize  the  Hopedale  Telephone  Com- 
pany, and  has  served  as  president  and  is  now 
a member  of  the  Board  of  Directors.  He  is  the 
mayor  of  Hopedale  and  a Justice  of  the  peace 
of  Green  Township. 

On  June  8,  1880,  Mr.  Scott  married  Mary 
E.  Smith,  a daughter  of  William  K.  and  Isabelle 
(Wylie)  Smith.  Their  son,  William  Wylie, 
married  Leola  Caldwell,  and  the  grandchildren 
in  the  family  are  William  Walter  and  Wanda. 
Mrs.  Scott  died  August  7,  1913,  and  later 
Mr.  Scott  married  Effle  McFarland.  She  is 
a daughter  of  Ebenezer  and  Mary  Jane  (Byers) 
McFarland,  of  Mercer  County,  Pennsylvania. 

William  Wylie  Scott  was  graduated  from 
Athens  (Ohio)  County;  then  spent  three  years 
at  a medical  college  in  Baltimore.  He  gradu- 
ated from  the  Medical  College  at  Chattanooga, 
Tennessee,  and  also  from  the  Medical  Depart- 
ment of  Western  Reserve  University,  Cleveland, 
Ohio,  and  is  now  a prominent  and  successful 
physician  of  Canton,  Ohio.. 

Austin  B both ees,  now  one  of  the  most  vener- 
able native  sons  of  Carroll  County  still  resid- 
ing within  its  borders,  is  entitled  to  special 
recognition  in  this  history,  both  by  reason  of 
his  own  worthy  life  and  achievement  and  on 
account  of  being  a representative  of  one  of  the 
honored  pioneer  families  of  the  county.  After 
having  borne  to  the  fullest  extent  “the  heat 
and  burden  of  the  day,”  he  is  now  living  in 
gracious  retirement  in  the  attractive  village  of 


Oneida,  secure  in  the  high  regard  of  all  who 
know  him. 

On  the  old  homestead  farm  in  Brown  Town- 
ship, this  county,  Mr.  Brothers  was  bom  July 
14,  1835,  a son  of  Levi  and  Lydia  (Clark) 
Brothers,  the  former  of  whom  was  bora  in 
the  State  of  Maryland  June  1,  1799,  and  the 
latter  of  whom  was  born  in  Columbiana  County. 
Ohio,  on  the  13th  of  September  of  the  same 
year,  a date  that  indicates  conclusively  that  her 
parents  were  numbered  among  the  earliest 
settlers  of  that  county.  The  marriage  of  the 
parents  of  the  subject  of  this  review  was  solem- 
nized September  19,  1822. 

Levi  Brothers  was  a son  of  Stephen  Brothers, 
of  whom  more  specific  mention  is  made  elsewhere 
in  this  volume,  and  was  a boy  at  the  time  of 
the  family  removal  from  Maryland  to  Ohio, 
where  his  father  took  up  a tract  of  Govern- 
ment land  in  what  is  now  Brown  Township, 
Carroll  County,  where  he  reclaimed  a farm 
from  the  virgin  forest  and  where  he  and  his 
wife  passed  the  remainder  of  their  lives,  as 
sterling  pioneer  citizens  of  the  county.  Levi 
Brothers  was  reared  under  the  conditions  and 
influences  of  the  pioneer  days  and  in  due  course 
of  time  became  one  of  the  substantial  exponents 
of  farm  enterprise  in  Brown  Township,  where 
he  developed  a productive  farm  and  was  loyal 
and  liberal  as  a citizen.  His  political  allegiance 
was  given  to  the  democratic  party  and  both  he 
and  his  wife  were  zealous  members  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church.  Mr.  Brothers  passed 
away  October  5,  1867,  and  his  widow’s  death 
occurred  on  the  6th  of  November  of  the  follow- 
ing year.  They  became  the  parents  of  thirteen 
children,  and  of  the  ten  who  attained  to  years 
of  maturity  brief  record  is  consistently  entered : 
Mary  Jane  was  born  October  31,  1823;  George 
C.,  February  10,  1826;  Joseph,  September  16, 
1827 ; Stephen,  September  25,  1829 ; Lydia  Octo- 
ber 1,  1831:  John,  July  28,  1833;  Austin,  July 
14,  1835;  Fannie,  August  30,  1837;  Richard, 
September  13,  1840;  and  William,  May  24,  1843. 
Of  the  number  only  two  are  living  in  1920. 

Austin  Brothers  was  reared  to  the  sturdy 
discipline  of  the  pioneer  farm,  received  his 
educational  training  in  the  common  schools  of 
Brown  Township,  and  there  he  eventually  en- 
gaged In  independent  farm  enterprise.  Later 
he  was  successfully  engaged  in  the  same  line 
of  industrial  enterprise  in  Brown  Township,  and 
after  there  remaining  twenty-five  years  he  felt 
Justified  in  retiring  from  the  heavy  labors  and 
responsibilities  that  had  so  long  been  his  por- 
tion, and  he  has  since  maintained  his  home  at 
Oneida,  where  he  is  enjoying,  in  the  gracious 
evening  of  his  life,  the  peace  and  prosperity 
that  are  justly  his  due. 

Mr.  Brothers  is  unswerving  in  his  allegiance 
to  the  democratic  party,  and  while  he  never  de- 
sired or  sought  official  preferment  his  civic 
loyalty  led  him  to  give  thirty-five  years  of 
effective  service  as  school  director  of  his  dis- 
trict. Lasting  honor  shall  attach  to  the  name 
of  Mr.  Brothers  by  reason  of  the  loyal  and 
patriotic  service  which,  as  a young  man,  he 
rendered  as  a soldier  in  the  Civil  war.  He 
responded  to  the  first  call  for  volunteers  by 
enlisting  in  July,  1861,  as  a member  of  Com- 
pany A,  Thirty-second  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry, 
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with  which  he  went  to  the  front  and  with  which 
he  took  part  in  many  of  the  most  notable  en- 
gagements of  the  great  conflict  between  the 
states  of  the  North  and  the  South.  He  was 
wounded  several  times,  the  most  serious  wound 
being  received  when  he  was  shot  through  the 
mouth,  but  he  did  not  falter  in  patriotism,  and 
as  soon  as  possible  resumed  his  place  with  his 
regiment,  his  service  continuing  until  the  close 
of  the  war.  He  took  part  in  the  battle  of 
Cheat  Mountain,  and  the  historic  Atlanta  cam- 
paign, including  the  siege  and  battle  of  Atlanta, 
in  which  he  was  wounded,  and  other  engage- 
ments in  which  he  participated  were  those  of 
Green  Briar,  West  Virginia;  Camp  Allegheny; 
MeDowell  and  Cross  Keys,  Virginia;  Port  Re- 
public; Harper’s  Ferry  (where  he  was  taken 
captive)  ; Port  Gibson ; Raymond  and  Jackson, 
Mississippi ; Champion  Hill,  Siege  of  Vicksburg, 
Baker  Creek,  Clinton,  Mississippi ; Kenesaw 
Mountain ; Nackajack  Creek ; Peach  Tree  Creek ; 
and  the  great  battle  of  Atlanta.  In  later  years 
Mr.  Brothers  has  vitalized  the  more  gracious 
memories  and  associations  of  his  military  career 
by  his  active  affiliation  with  the  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic.  After  the  close  of  the  war  and 
the  reception  of  his  honorable  discharge  he  re- 
sumed his  alliance  with  farm  enterprise  in  his 
native  county,  and  he  is  still  the  owner  of 
valuable  farm  property  in  Brown  Township, 
where  he  gives  personal  attention  to  various 
portions  of  farm  work  and  thus  keeps  himself 
in  the  fine  physical  condition  that  makes  him 
in  appearance  and  vitality  deny  the  years  that 
are  his,  for  he  is  not  satisfied  to  remain  supine 
or  inactive,  and  takes  satisfaction  in  knowing 
that  he  is  still  able  to  get  results  when  he 
applies  himself  to  any  piece  of  work  in  connec- 
tion with  his  farm  property. 

In  the  year  1868  was  solemnized  the  marriage 
of  Mr.  Brother  to  Miss  Mary  Jane  Rogers,  who 
was  bom  in  Steuben  County,  Ohio,  in  1846,  a 
daughter  of  John  and  Martha  (Orem)  Rogers, 
who  came  to  Carroll  County  and  passed  the 
closing  years  of  their  lives  in  Brown  Township, 
the  father  having  served  in  the  Civil  war  as 
a member  of  Company  F,  Thirty-second  Ohio 
Volunteer  Infantry,  the  same  regiment  in  which 
Mr.  Brothers  gallantly  served  during  the  entire 
period  of  the  war.  In  fitting  conclusion  of  this 
review  is  given  a brief  record  concerning  the 
children  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Brothers:  Irvin  is  a 
bachelor  and  remains  at  the  parental  home; 
Vemer  died  July  4,  1896,  aged  twenty-five  years; 
Laura  was  united  in  marriage  January  1,  1902, 
to  Charles  A.  Walter,  who  died  in  1908,  and 
she  is  now  a practical  nurse  bv  profession,  the 
while  she  maintains  her  home  with  her  parents; 
Stella  died  in  1881,  at  the  age  of  ten  months; 
Herbert,  who  has  a rendering  plant  in  Cleveland, 
was  united  in  marriage  in  1908  to  Miss  Blanche 
Zusehlag,  and  they  have  one  child,  Lillian. 

Homer  R.  Vasbinder  made  an  excellent  record 
in  connection  with  mercantile  business  in  Car- 
rollton until  1920,  when  he  disposed  of  his 
business  and  has  since  been  connected  with  the 
Bowman  & Hosterman  Company,  manufacturers 
of  aluminum  ware,  Carrollton,  Ohio. 

Homer  Raymond  Vasbinder  was  bora  in  Har- 
rison County,  Ohio,  April  7,  1864,  and  is  a son 


of  Samuel  B.  and  Nancy  (Buchanan)  Vas- 
binder, the  former  of  whom  was  bom  in  Harri- 
son County  July  2,  1834,  and  the  latter  was 
born  near  Carrollton,  Carroll  County,  June  17, 
1839.  Ephraim  Vasbinder,  father  of  Samuel  B., 
was  born  in  Pennsylvania  May  4,  1809,  and 
his  wife,  whose  maiden  name  was  Maria  Bu- 
chanan, was  born  near  Jewett,  Harrison  Coum,y, 
Ohio,  June  26,  1805,  her  parents  having  been 
numbered  among  the  earliest  settlers  of  that 
county.  Ephraim  Vasbinder  was  a youth  when 
he  came  to  Ohio,  and  in  Harrison  County  was 
solemnized  his  marriage  to  Maria  Buchanan,  his 
parents  likewise  having  been  pioneer  settlers  of 
that  county.  He  became  a prosperous  farmer 
and  continued  his  residence  in  Harrison  County 
until  his  death  in  1847,  his  widow  passing  away 
in  1849.  John  Buchanan,  maternal  grandfather 
of  Homer  R.  Vasbinder,  was  born  in  Pennsyl- 
vania in  1807,  and  he  and  his  father  entered 
land  near  Jewett,  Harrison  County,  Ohio.  Later 
he  came  to  Carroll  County  and  purchased  a 
tract  of  wild  land  in  Union  Township.  This 
he  reclaimed  Into  the  productive  farm  now 
owned  and  occupied  by  his  grandson,  Ross  P. 
Buchanan.  He  passed  the  closing  period  of  his 
life  near  Amsterdam,  Ohio,  his  wife,  whose 
maiden  name  was  Mary  W.  Pettenger,  having 
died  on  the  old  homestead  in  Union  Township 
July  6,  1860.  Ephraim  and  Maria  (Buchanan) 
Vasbinder  became  the  parents  of  four  children 
— William,  Jacob,  Margaret  and  Samuel  B. 
John  and  Mary  (Pettenger)  Buchanan  had  five 
children — William,  Samuel,  Nancy,  Susan  and 
John. 

Samuel  B.  Vasbinder  was  still  a boy  at  the 
time  of  the  death  of  his  parents,  and  he  was 
then  tii ken  into  the  home  of  his  uncle,  Samuel 
Slemons.  He  learned  the  shoemaker’s  trade,  to 
which  he  gave  his  attention  until  1S66.  when 
he  established  himself  in  the  boot  and  shoe 
business  at  New  Philadelphia,  Tuscarawas 
County.  There  he  remained  until  1873,  when 
he  removed  with  his  family  to  Perrysville,  Car- 
roll  County.  Later  he  established  his  home  on 
a farm  in  Monroe  Townshin  and  there  he  con- 
tinued his  residence  until  his  death  in  1903, 
his  widow  now  maintaining  her  home  at  Carroll- 
ton. Mr.  Vasbinder  was  a stalwart  republican 
and  was  affiliated  with  the  Independent  Order 
of  Odd  Fellows,  his  religious  faith  having  been 
that  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  of 
which  his  widow  likewise  is  a zealous  member. 
At  the  time  of  the  Civil  war  Mr.  Vasbinder  was 
called  into  military  service,  but  was  soon  re- 
turned from  camp  to  his  home,  as  it  was  found 
that  his  services  would  be  of  greater  value  in 
the  making  of  shoes  for  the  soldiers  in  the  field* 
Of  his  children  the  eldest  is  John  O.,  deceased ; 
Laura  is  the  wife  of  Alfred  A.  Stewart,  of 
whom  mention  is  made  on  other  pages  of  this 
volume;  Homer  R.,  of  this  review,  was  the 
next  in  order  of  birth;  Sylvia  L.  is  deceased; 
Leona  E.  is  the  wife  of  George  A.  Davis,  of 
Harrison  County;  and  Henry  B.  and  Myrta  A., 
of  Sherrodsville,  Ohio. 

Homer  R.  Vasbinder  gained  his  rudimentary 
education  in  the  schools  of  New  Philadelphia 
and  was  about  nine  years  old  at  the  time  of 
the  family  removal  to  Perrvsville,  Carroll  Coun- 
ty, where  he  continued  his  studies  in  the  public 
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schools.  Later  he  attended  Harlem  College  at 
Harlem  Springs,  for  one  and  one-half  years, 
and  thereafter  taught  in  the  district  schools 
during  the  winter  terms  and  applied  himself 
to  farm  work  during  the  intervening  periods 
until  he  took  a position  as  clerk  in  a general 
store  at  Bowerston,  Harrison  County.  On  the 
1st  of  May,  1903,  he  became  a clerk  in  the 
mercantile  establishment  of  Henry  Butler  at 
Carrollton  and  in  May,  1911,  he  engaged  inde- 
pendently in  the  grocery  business  in  this  city. 
He  built  up  a prosperous  enterprise,  to  which 
he  continued  to  give  his  attention  until  Janu- 
ary 1,  1920,  when  he  sold  his  stock  and  business. 
He  is  unwavering  in  his  support  of  the  prin- 
ciples of  the  republican  party  and  is  affiliated 
with  the  Knights  of  the  Maccabee. 

In  1889  was  solemnized  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Vasbinder  to  Miss  Nancy  C.  Davis,  and  of 
their  eight  children  three  died  in  infancy.  Roy 
D.  is  associated  with  the  management  of  a 
leading  hardware  store  at  Carrollton.  Harold 
married  Miss  Florence  Williams,  daughter  of 
Dr.  John  R.  Williams,  of  whom  individual  men- 
tion is  made  on  other  pages,  and  she  died  In 
January,  1920,  being  survived  by  one  child, 
Irene.  When  the  nation  became  involved  in 
the  World  war  Harold  Vasbinder  entered  mili- 
tary service  at  Camp  Sherman,  whence  he  was 
transferred  to  Waco,  Texas,  where  he  con- 
tinued in  service  from  1918  until  December  28, 
1919,  when  he  received  his  honorable  discharge. 
He  is  a graduate  of  the  Carrollton  High  School 
and  is  now  residing  at  Carrollton.  Mary  Lois 
was  graduated  in  the  Carrollton  High  School 
and  is  now  a successful  and  popular  teacher  in 
the  public  schools  of  Carroll  County.  Ellen 
was  graduated  in  the  Carrollton  High  School, 
later  took  a course  in  a business  college  in 
the  City  of  Cleveland,  and  she  is  now  the  wife 
of  E.  O.  Sala,  editor  and  publisher  of  the 
Minerva  News.  Perry  J.  is  employed  in  the 
Carrollton  office  of  the  American  Express  Com- 
pany. 

Mrs.  Nancy  C.  (Davis)  Vasbinder  passed  to 
the  life  eternal  in  1906,  and  in  1910  Mr.  Vas- 
binder was  united  in  marriage  to  Mrs.  Anna 
(Tinlin)  Gottschall,  widow  of  Harvey  Gottschall 
and  a daughter  of  George  S.  Tinlin,  a merchant 
at  Carrollton.  By  her  first  marriage  Mrs.  Vas- 
binder has  one  child,  Harvey  A.  Gottschall, 
who  was  but  three  days  old  at  the  time  of  his 
father’s  death  and  who  was  a classmate  of 
Harold  Vasbinder  both  in  the  public  schools 
and  in  Sunday  school.  He  served  as  a member 
of  the  Marine  Band  in  the  navy  during  the 
country’s  participation  in  the  World  war,  and 
was  stationed  the  greater  part  of  the  time  at 
Newpo#,  Rhode  Island.  He  is  now  associated 
with  a leading  brokerage  firm  in  the  City  of 
Cleveland.  His  wife,  Georgette,  is  a daughter 
of  George  W.  Dunn,  of  Carrollton. 

Gilbert  G.  Dickerson.  A man  of  industry 
and  enterprise,  possessing  mechanical  skill  and 
ability  of  high  order,  Gilbert  G.  Dickerson,  of 
Georgetown,  is  widely  known  throughout  Short 
Creek  Township  as  one  of  the  foremost  black- 
smiths in  this  section  of  Harrison  County,  his 
superior  workmanship  and  his  prompt  attention 
to  the  wants  of  his  patrons  having  won  him  a 


substantial  business.  A native  of  Harrison 
County,  he  was  bora  November  24,  1866,  In 
Cadiz  Township,  a son  of  Thomas  Hudson  and 
Hanna  (McCoy)  Dickerson,  being  one  of  a 
family  of  ten  children. 

His  parents  removing  when  he  was  a child 
td  Short  Creek  Township,  Mr.  Dickerson  there 
obtained  his  early  education  in  the  Science  Hill 
School,  and  as  a young  lad  worked  out  by  the 
month.  In  1888,  shortly  after  attaining  his 
majority,  he  responded  to  the  lure  of  the  far 
West,  making  his  way  to  the  Territory  of 
Washington,  where  he  remained  eleven  years. 
The  financial  returns  for  his  labor  in  that  sec- 
tion not  being  very  satisfactory,  Mr.  Dickerson 
returned  to  Ohio,  and  for  two  years  thereafter 
was  engaged  in  breaking  colts  in  Harrison 
County,  training  them  for  track  work.  Locating 
in  Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  In  1902,  he  was  in 
the  employ  of  the  United  States  Coal  Company 
for  six  years,  and  since  that  time  has  been  a 
resident  of  Harrison  County.  Establishing  a 
smithy  in  the  village  of  Georgetown,  Short 
Creek  Township,  1911,  he  has  since  been  ac- 
tively employed  at  his  trade,  having  an  exten- 
sive and  remunerative  patronage. 

Mr.  Dickerson  married  In  1903  Bertha  Rhodes, 
an  adopted  daughter  of  Greenberry  Frier.  Two 
children  were  born  of  their  marriage,  namely: 
Raymond,  bora  in  1903;  and  Lillian  L.,  who 
was  born  January  8,  1905,  and  died  in  infancy. 
Mrs.  Dickerson  lived  but  a comparatively  short 
time  after  her  marriage,  her  death  occurring 
January  18,  1905.  Mr.  Dickerson,  true  to  the 
religious  faith  in  which  he  was  reared,  is  a 
faithful  member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  at  Georgetown.  Fraternally  he  belongs 
to  Lodge  No.  8476,  Modern  Woodmen  of  America, 
of  Smlthfleld,  Ohio. 

J.  C.  Haverfield.  The  fact  that  he  was  bom 
March  12,  1842,  made  J.  C.  Haverfield  of  Cadiz 
old  enough  to  enlist  as  a Union  soldier  in  the 
Civil  war.  He  was  only  twenty  when  he  en- 
listed in  Company  H,  One  Hundred  Twenty- 
sixth  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  giving  two  years 
and  seven  months  to  the  service  of  his  country. 
He  was  in  some  of  the  most  decisive  battles 
and  on  July  9,  1864,  was  made  a prisoner  of 
war,  spending  seven  months  in  Confederate 
prisons.  Mr.  Haverfield  had  some  thrilling  ex- 
periences, and  at  the  battle  of  Rpottsylvania 
Courthouse  a soldier  at  his  right  was  shot 
through  the  head,  another  at  his  left  received 
a bullet  in  the  hip,  and  the  soldier  in  his  rear 
was  shot  through  both  wrists.  He  helped  a 
comrade  carry  the  wounded  men  to  the  rear 
and  renewed  the  attack  when  a mlnnle  ball 
struck  down  the  comrade,  but  he  reached  the 
front  uninjured.  In  one  battle  he  was  slightly 
stunned  by  a piece  of  spent  shell,  but  at  the 
end  of  the  war  he  returned  to  Harrison  County 
without  serious  physical  Injury. 

Realizing  the  need  of  a better  education  after 
his  return  from  the  Civil  war,  Mr.  Haverfield 
entered  Hopedale  College,  but  the  loss  of  the 
family  home  by  fire  necessitated  his  leaving 
school  and  returning  to  work  at  the  family 
homestead.  He  is  a son  of  Alexander  and 
Catharine  (Shimer)  Haverfield,  who  always 
lived  in  Cadiz  Township.  The  grandfather,  John 
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Haverfleld,  came  to  Harrison  County  when 
there  were  deer  and  wolves  in  the  forest.  The 
Haverflelds  have  been  United  Presbyterians  and 
republicans,  and  for  a time  Alexander  Haver- 
fleld was  a member  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  the  Harrison  County  Infirmary.  He  was  an 
elder  in  the  church  and  a director  in  the  Harri- 
son National  Bank — a busy,  progressive,  pioneer 
citizen. 

In  1870  J.  C.  Haverfleld  married  Mattie  G. 
Thompson.  She  was  a daughter  of  R.  G.  and 
Jane  Thompson,  who  lived  in  Carroll  County. 
While  Alexander  Haverfleld  lived  they  remained 
with  him  on  the  farm,  but  in  January,  1876, 
they  removed  to  Cadiz,  where  Mr.  Haverfleld 
engaged  in  the  hardware  trade  as  a member  of 
the  firm  of  Harrison  and  Haverfleld.  However 
a few  years  later  he  returned  to  the  farm.  His 
children  are:  Della  Verne,  wife  of  Charles  E. 
Glover,  of  Columbus,  and  their  children  are 
Martha  Isabelle,  John  Haverfleld  and  Charles 
E.  Glover;  Harvey  B.  Haverfleld,  a railroad 
man  living  at  Cleveland,  married  Maude  Gill- 
vary;  Calvin  Leroy  Haverfleld,  a dentist  in 
Akron,  married  Cordelia  Kesler;  Ralph  F. 
Haverfleld,  who  married  Edith  Hale,  lives  in 
Columbus;  Lida  Orvetta  Haverfleld,  a teacher 
of  music;  William  R.  Haverfleld,  a traveling 
salesman  living  in  Columbus;  and  Melvin  George 
Haverfleld,  who  married  Vera  Nottingham,  is  a 
mining  engineer  and  lives  in  Baxter  Springs, 
Kansas. 

In  1885  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Haverfleld  again  left 
the  farm  and  they  now  live  in  Cadiz  again. 
He  had  spent  fifty  years  on  the  farm.  He  is 
a member  of  Cadiz  Post  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic,  and  while  he  came  out  of  the  Civil 
war  without  injury,  it  is  related  that  a brother, 
James  H.  Haverfleld,  who  responded  to  the  final 
call  for  one  hundred  days  men,  lost  his  life  in 
the  first  engagement,  and  a cousin  who  saw  him 
fall  helped  a comrade  carry  him  to  the  rear 
and  across  the  river,  where  they  laid  him  to 
rest  in  a small  garden,  and  his  remains  now 
lie  buried  in  an  unknown  grave.  The  South- 
land is  dotted  with  many  unknown  graves  of 
Northern  soldiers,  just  as  the  cemeteries  of 
France,  today  contain  all  that  was  mortal  of 
the  young  World  war  soldiers  who  went  over- 
seas at  the  call  of  their . country. 

A.  Clarkson  Grove,  M.  D.  In  the  attractive 
and  thriving  village  of  Jewett,  Rumley  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County,  are  maintained  the  resi- 
dence and  professional  headquarters  of  Doctor 
Grove,  who  has  a substantial  and  representative 
practice  and  who  is  one  of  the  influential  citi- 
zens of  the  village,  as  well  as  representative 
physician  and  surgeon  of  his  native  county. 

Doctor  Grove  was  bora  in  Cadiz  Township, 
this  county,  on  the  18th  of  March,  1864,  and 
is  a son  of  Thomas  C.  and  Sarah  (Croskey) 
Grove,  sterling  citizens  of  whom  more  specific 
mention  is  made  on  other  pages,  in  the  sketch 
of  another  of  their  sons,  Thomas  E.,  so  that 
a repetition  of  the  record  is  not  required  in 
the  present  connection.  Doctor  Grove  gained 
his  early  education  in  the  district  schools  of 
his  native  county  and  his  higher  academic  dis- 
cipline was  received  In  Franklin  College.  In 
the  autumn  of  1885  he  was  matriculated  in  the 


celebrated  Starling  Medical  College  in  the  city 
of  Columbus,  an  institution  that  now  constitutes 
the  medical  department  of  the  University  of 
Ohio,  and  in  the  spring  of  1888  he  was  gradu- 
ated with  the  well  earned  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Medicine.  Well  fortified  for  the  exacting 
work  of  his  chosen  profession  Doctor  Grove 
established  himself  in  practice  at  Jewett  in 
August  of  the  same  year,  and  in  the  passing 
years  he  has  built  up  and  retained  a large  and 
representative  practice,  the  character  and  extent 
of  which  demonstrate  alike  his  professional 
ability  and  his  personal  popularity.  He  Insist- 
ently keeps  in  touch  with  the  advances  made 
in  medical  and  surgical  science,  and  maintains 
affiliation  with  the  Harrison  County  Medical 
Society,  the  Ohio  State  Medical  Society  and 
the  American  Medical  Association.  As  a citi- 
zen he  is  loyal  and  progressive,  and  takes 
marked  interest  in  all  things  touching  the  wel- 
fare of  his  home  village.  Both  he  and  his  wife 
are  members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  at 
Jewett. 

In  June,  1883,  was  solemnized  the  marriage 
of  Doctor  Grove  to  Miss  Elizabeth  J.  Aiken, 
who  was  bora  and  reared  in  Harrison  County 
and  who  is  a daughter  of  Josiah  Aiken.  Doctor 
and  Mrs.  Grove  have  two  children,  June  Augusta 
is  a graduate  of  the  Jewett  High  School  and 
also  of  the  musical  conservatory  of  Westminster 
College  at  New  Wilmington,  Pennsylvania.  She 
married  Ralph  Bragg,  of  Boston,  Massachusetts, 
a graduate  of  Amhurst  College,  who  enlisted 
with  the  Twenty-fifth  Regiment  of  Engineers 
for  the  World  war  and  served  many  months  in 
France.  He  is  now  an  engineer  with  the  A.  D. 
Taylor  Landscape  Gardening  Company  of  Cleve- 
land, Ohio.  Thomas  A.  Grove  was  graduated 
from  the  Jewett  High  School  as  a member  of 
the  class  of  1820. 

Samuel  B.  Porter.  Just  now  and  then  a man 
performs  the  sacred  function  of  enrolling  his 
ancestry  the  second  time  in  the  annals  of  any 
given  community.  The  men  of  today  owe  it 
to  the  men  of  yesterday  to  commemorate  their 
deeds  of  privation  and  endurance  in  bringing 
about  the  transformation  from  savagery  to 
civilization  in  any  community.  Now  that  a 
“Who’s  Who”  of  Harrison  County  is  again  in 
prospect,  Samuel  B.  Porter,  of  Cadiz,  again 
waves  the  family  banner  and  keeps  the  memory 
green  of  his  immediate  ancestry. 

While  Mr.  Porter  now  lives  in  Cadiz,  the 
farmstead  in  Athens  Township,  where  he  was 
born,  October  8,  1843,  has  been  in  the  Porter 
family  name  since  it  was  entered  from  the  Gov- 
ernment in  territorial  days  in  Ohio,  within  a 
year  or  two  from  the  beginning  of  the  nine- 
teenth century.  S.  B.  Porter  is  a son  of  David 
and  Theresa  (Stone)  Porter,  who  were  pioneer 
residents  of  Harrison  County.  In  his  days  of 
farm  activity  Mr.  Porter  was  among  the  leading 
agriculturists  of  Green  Township,  although  he 
was  born  in  Athens  Township. 

The  Porter  family  in  Harrison  County  harks 
back  to  Samuel  Porter,  who  came  from  Penn- 
sylvania. He  was  a saddler  and  always  worked 
at  the  trade.  He  trained  with  the  democrats 
from  the  organization  of  the  party.  His  son, 
David  Porter,  was  bora  February  5,  1802,  Just 
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before  the  family  came  from  Washington 
County,  Pennsylvania,  to  Harrison  County.  He 
married  Theresa  Stone,  of  Belmont  County. 
She  died  in  1859,  and  lies  buried  in  Crab  Apple 
Cemetery  in  Belmont  County.  David  Porter 
died  December  22,  1885,  and  he  lies  buried  in 
the  cemetery  at  Cadiz.  The  Porters  have  been 
Presbyterians  throughout  the  family  history. 
While  David  Porter  refused  office  in  party  affili- 
ation, he  was  always  active  in  affairs  of  the 
democratic  party.  The  children  born  to  David 
and  Theresa  (Stone)  Porter  are:  Sarah,  John 
D.,  Mary,  Samuel  B.,  James,  David  S.  and 
Theresa  Elizabeth. 

When  he  was  twenty-one  years  old  Samuel 
B.  Porter  married  Margaret,  a daughter  of 
John  and  Eliza  (McFadden)  Dickerson.  For 
ten  years  they  lived  on  a farm  in  Athens  Town- 
ship, when  they  located  in  Green  Township. 
Mrs.  Porter  died  there  in  1900.  He  remained  on 
the  farm  until  May,  1918,  when  he  moved  to 
Cadiz.  Mr.  Porter  owns  two  farms,  there  being 
242  acres  in  the  Green  and  160  acres  in  the 
Cadiz  farm.  The  building  site  in  Green  Town- 
ship is  one  that  commands  a fine  view  of  the 
surrounding  country. 

On  October  31,  1906,  Mr.  Porter  married 
Josephine  Thomberry.  Their  sons  and  daugh- 
ters are:  Mary  Belle,  wife  of  Fry  Shepler. 
They  have  one  daughter,  Myrtle,  and  they  live 
in  Chicago.  David  D.  Porter  married  Harriet 
Haverfleld.  Emma  Alice  is  the  wife  of  John 
Croskey.  Samuel  Augustus  farms  the  land  in 
Green  Township.  Eliza  May  Is  the  wife  of 
William  Corbley  and  lives  in  Cadiz.  While 
living  in  Green  Township,  S.  B.  Porter  served 
as  trustee  of  the  township  four  years. 

The  Porters  were  given  common  school  ad- 
vantages as  they  were  growing  Into  manhood 
and  womanhood,  D.  D.  Porter  attending  public 
school  in  Cadiz,  Green  and  Short  Creek  town- 
ships, and  later  he  studied  business  methods 
in  the  Buchanan  Business  College  at  Hopedale. 
As  a young  man,  however,  he  turned  his  atten- 
tion to  agriculture.  On  April  6,  1898,  he  mar- 
ried Harriet  C.  Haverfleld.  She  is  a daughter 
of  Nathan  and  Mary  A.  (Harper)  Haverfleld. 
They  located  on  a farm  in  Green  Township,  and 
in  1902  moved  to  their  present  home,  the  farm 
having  been  in  the  Porter  family  name  for 
more  than  one  hundred  years.  The  deed  from 
the  Government  was  issued  to  the  ancestry  in 
the  Porter  family.  The  children  born  to  D.  D. 
Porter  are:  Everette  H.,  December  8,  1901; 
David  P.,  August  16,  1906;  and  Mary  Doris, 
June  13,  1910.  As  in  the  past  generations  the 
Porter  family  are  members  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  In  Cadiz. 

William  L».  England,  M.  D.  Few  men  of 
Harrison  County  have  been  more  closely  identi- 
fied with  the  professional  and  business  life  of 
the  county,  or  have  won  a greater  measure  of 
the  esteem  of  his  community  than  has  Dr. 
William  L.  England,  who  for  the  past  forty 
years  has  been  a successful  physician  of  Jewett. 

Doctor  England  Is  descended  from  an  old 
Pennsylvania  Quaker  family  which  has  been 
in  Ohio  for  over  100  years.  Isaac  England, 
grandfather  of  the  Doctor,  was  born  in  eastern 
Pennsylvania.  He  came  to  Jefferson  County, 


Ohio,  in  1806,  and  a few  years  later  he  settled 
in  Cross  Creek  Township,  that  county,  on  135 
acres  of  land,  for  which  he  paid  $1,200,  and 
this  land  is  still  in  the  family  name.  He  became 
the  father  of  a son,  David,  and  a daughter, 
who  married  a Mr.  Green. 

David  England,  son  of  Isaac  the  pioneer, 
was  born  in  Steubenville,  Jefferson  County, 
Ohio,  in  1809.  He  spent  practically  his  entire 
life  upon  the  old  England  homestead,  where  he 
died  in  1901.  He  married  Elizabeth  McGrew, 
who  was  born  near  Smithfleld,  Jefferson  County, 
Ohio,  in  1830,  the  daughter  of  Finley  and  De- 
borah (Blackburn)  McGrew.  Finley  McGrew 
was  long  a prosperous  farmer  in  Jefferson 
County,  where  he  reared  a large  family.  The 
McGrews  were  Quakers.  David  England  and 
wife  became  the  parents  of  the  following  chil- 
dren : Dima,  who  has  never  married ; Isaac 
Newton,  who  served  as  an  enlisted  soldier  dur- 
ing the  Civil  war  as  a private  in  Company  H, 
Fortieth  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  was  taken 
sick,  confined  to  the  hospital  and  finally  was 
Invalided  home,  where  he  died  as  a result  of 
his  disabilities  in  1863;  Deborah,  who  married 
Stephen  Morton,  a Civil  war  veteran;  Oliver, 
who  met  death  by  drowning  when  he  was 
twenty-one  years  of  age;  David,  who  was  a 
resident  of  Steubenville,  Ohio,  where  he  died 
in  January,  1920:  William  L.,  subject  of  this 
review,  and  John  B.,  a minister  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  who  died  at  S'enecaville, 
Ohio,  in  1917. 

Doctor  England  was  born  near  Steubenville, 
Ohio,  on  April  18,  1853.  He  was  educated  in 
the  district  schools,  Hopedale  (Ohio)  Normal 
School  and  the  Slateliek  Academy  in  Pennsyl- 
vania. He  taught  school  for  six  years,  and  In 
1878  entered  the  Columbus  (Ohio)  Medical  Col- 
lege, where  he  was  graduated  with  the  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Medicine,  class  of  ’81.  In  April, 
1881,  he  entered  the  general  practice  of  medi- 
cine in  Jewett.  In  1884  he  engaged  In  the  retail 
drug  business,  and  since  that  time  he  has  prac- 
ticed medicine  in  conjunction  with  his  drug 
store. 

For  many  years  Doctor  England  has  been  ac- 
tive in  the  busines  and  civic  affairs  of  Jewett, 
and  has  greatly  contributed  to  the  growth,  de- 
velopment and  welfare  of  his  adopted  city  and 
of  the  entire  community.  In  1898  he  assisted 
in  the  organization  of  the  Jewett  Bank,  the 
only  banking  institution  in  this  part  of  the 
county,  and  since  its  organization  he  has  been 
its  president  and  one  of  its  guiding  spirits. 
In  1909-10  Doctor  England  erected  the  England 
Block  on  Main  Street,  which  is  regarded  as 
the  best  business  property  in  Jewett.  The 
block  is  of  yellow-faced  brick,  forty-one  by 
seventy-five  feet  in  dimensions,  two  stories  and 
is  In  every  way  a modern  business  building. 
The  first  floor  is  occupied  by  the  England  Drug 
Store  and  the  James  A.  McKee  Company’s  mer- 
cantile establishment,  while  the  entire  second 
floor  is  devoted  to  the  England  Auditorium,  Jew- 
ett’s only  public  hall.  So  It  will  be  seen  that  Doc- 
tor England  has  done  his  full  share  In  the  civic 
as  well  as  professional  and  business  life  of 
Jewett. 

On  October  6,  1881,  Doctor  England  was 
united  in  marriage  with  Sadie,  the  daughter  of 
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Thomas  and  Malissa  (Martin)  Roberts,  and  to 
them  have  been  born  three  children,  as  follows: 
Thomas,  who  died  an  infant  in  1885;  Elizabeth, 
who  became  the  wife  of  Dr.  C.  EL  Lynch  and 
they  are  residing  at  Middletown,  Ohio;  and 
William,  who  married  Susan  Beeman  and  re- 
sides at  Gallon,  Ohio.  In  addition  to  their  own 
children,  Doctor  and  Mrs.  England  have  reared 
two  nephews,  Paul  R.  and  John  R.  England. 
The  former  was  but  two  weeks  old  when  he 
was  taken  into  Doctor  England’s  home.  He  was 
educated  in  the  Jewett  High  School,  the  Sclo 
School  of  Pharmacy  and  the  Philadelphia  School 
of  Pharmacy,  and  is  now  the  proprietor  of  the 
England  Drug  Company  of  Alliance,  Ohio.  He 
married  Carrie  Dennis.  John  R.  became  an  in- 
mate of  the  England  family  when  he  was  eight 
years  of  age,  and  that  was  his  home  until,  at 
the  age  of  eighteen  years,  he  enlisted  In  the 
United  States  Marines  for  service  in  the  World 
war  He  died  in  the  Portsmouth  (Virginia) 
Naval  Hospital  on  Christmas  day,  1917. 

Doctor  England  and  wife  are  members  of 
the  Jewett  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  in  the 
work  of  which  they  take  deep  interest.  In  all 
the  relations  of  life,  professional,  business  and 
social,  Doctor  England  has  lived  up  to  high 
standards  and  ideals,  and  by  doing  so  he  has 
now  a lasting  place  in  the  esteem  of  his  fellow- 
citizens  which  will  serve  to  keep  him  in  grateful 
remembrance  by  the  people,  especially  by  the 
many  to  whom  he  has  ministered  professionally 
for  so  many  years. 

Joseph  H.  Long,  deceased,  was  born  in  Fay- 
ette County,  Pennsylvania,  June  21,  1845,  and 
in  the  same  county  his  parents,  James  and 
Sarah  (Kell)  Long,  passed  their  entire  lives. 
There  the  father  was  born  in  the  year  1819,  a 
son  of  Robert  and  Abigail  (Kell)  Long,  the 
former  of  whom  for  many  years  followed  the 
vocation  of  blacksmith  at  Connellsville,  Fayette 
County.  Later  he  purchased  a small  farm  near 
that  place,  where  he  continued  to  work  at  his 
trade  in  connection  with  his  farming  operations 
and  where  he  and  his  wife  passed  the  remainder 
of  their  lives.  They  had  the  following  children : 
James,  John,  Samuel,  William.  Robert,  David, 
Sarah  and  Mary.  Mrs.  Sarah  (Kell)  Long  was 
born  at  Connellsville,  Pennsylvania,  and  was  a 
daughter  of  Gustavus  and  Abigail  (Smith)  Kell, 
the  former  of  whom  was  born  In  Indiana 
County,  Pennsylvania,  and  the  latter  at  Con- 
nellsville, Fayette  County,  in  which  latter 
county  Mr.  Kell  became  a prosperous  farmer. 
His  three  children  were  Sarah.  Celinda  and 
Caroline.  Both  he  and  his  wife  were  members 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

James  Long  was  reared  and  educated  in  his 
native  county,  and  in  addition  to  his  successful 
activities  as  an  agriculturist  and  stock-grower 
he  engaged  in  the  buying  and  shipping  of  wool. 
He  was  venerable  in  years  at  the  time  of  his 
death,  in  1904,  and  his  loved  and  devoted  wife 
died  a month  later  in  the  same  year.  They 
became  the  parents  of  nine  children — Joseph, 
Kell,  Robert,  David,  Harriet,  Mary,  Catherine. 
Nancy  and  Sarah.  Of  the  children  Mary  and 
Catherine  died  in  childhood.  The  parents  were 
life-long  members  of  the  United  Presbyterian 


Church  and  were  held  in  high  esteem  by  all 
who  knew  them. 

The  public  schools  of  his  native  county 
afforded  Joseph  H.  Long  his  youthful  education, 
and  as  a young  man  he  continued  to  be  asso- 
ciated with  farm  enterprise  during  the  summer 
seasons,  the  while  he  taught  in  the  district 
schools  during  the  intervening  winter  terms. 
Eventually  he  engaged  independently  In  farming 
in  Franklin  Township,  Fayette  County,  and  the 
passing  years  brought  to  him  due  returns  for 
his  earnest  and  well  directed  activities  as  an 
agriculturist  and  stock-grower  in  his  native 
county.  There  he  served  twentv-three  years  as 
a justice  of  the  peace,  and  in  his  rulings  he 
made  the  office  justify  Its  title,  his  fairness  and 
mature  judgment  enabling  him  to  render  judi- 
cial decisions  that  conserved  equity  and  justice 
and  that  added  to  his  strong  hold  upon  the 
confidence  and  esteem  of  the  community  that 
long  represented  his  home.  He  was  a supporter 
of  the  principles  of  the  democratic  party  until 
the  prohibition  party  was  organized  and  always 
afterward  he  was  a member  of  that  party.  He 
was  an  earnest  member  of  the  United  Presby- 
terian Church  in  his  home  village. 

On  the  7th  of  November,  1867,  was  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  Mr.  Long  to  Miss  Ann  Eliza- 
beth Essington,  daughter  of  Jacob  Essington, 
of  Fayette  County,  Pennsylvania,  and  they  have 
been  residents  of  Cadiz,  Ohio,  since  1905.  Tney 
became  the  parents  of  four  children:  James 
married  Miss  Margaret  Hall,  and  his  death 
occurred  in  1897,  he  being  survived  by  his 
widow  and  one  child,  Elizabeth;  Clifton,  mar- 
ried Ida  Clifton  and  they  are  now  officers  of 
the  Thorn  Hill  School  in  Allegheny  County, 
Pennsylvania ; Walter  K.,  a graduate  of  West- 
minster College,  and  who  now  resides  in  the  city 
of  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania,  married  Allene 
Davis,  of  Madisonville,  Kentucky:  Narcissa  is 
deceased. 

Joseph  H.  Long  died  June  10,  1920. 

Francis  M.  Heavilin,  who  is  a popular  rep- 
resentative of  one  of  the  sterling  pioneer  fami- 
lies of  Harrison  County,  and  who  is  one  of  the 
vigorous  and  successful  exponents  of  farm 
enterprise  in  Archer  Township,  was  born  in 
Stock  Township,  this  county,  September  16.  1851, 
and  is  a son  of  Isaac  and  Susannah  (Bricker) 
Heavilin,  both  likewise  natives  of  Harrison 
County,  where  the  former  was  born  in  Cadiz 
Township  August  3,  1811,  and  where  the  latter 
was  born  in  Green  Township  in  November, 
1823.  Her  parents,  Henry  and  Lydia  (Meisor) 
Bricker,  were  pioneers  of  the  county,  as  were 
also  Samuel  and  Mary  (LaPort)  Heavilin,  pa- 
ternal grandparents  of  him  whose  name  intro- 
duces this  paragraph.  Samuel  Heavilin  came 
to  Harrison  County  in  the  first  decade  of  the 
nineteenth  century,  when  this  section  of  the 
Buckeye  State  was  little  else  than  a forest 
wilderness,  and  he  secured  160  acres  of  Govern- 
ment land  in  what  is  now  Cadiz  Township. 
From  the  forest  wilds  he  developed  a productive 
farm,  and  here  he  and  his  wife  passed  the 
residue  of  their  lives,  both  having  been  con- 
sistent members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church.  They  became  the  parents  of  a fine 
family  of  thirteen  children,  namely;  Elizabeth, 
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Nancy,  Rhoda,  Mary,  Margaret,  Lydia,  Abraham, 
Isaac,  Jacob,  John,  Samuel,  Daniel  and 
Ephraim. 

Isaac  Heavilin  was  reared  under  the  condi- 
tions that  marked  the  pioneer  epoch  in  the 
history  of  Harrison  County  and  in  his  youth 
he  learned  the  shoemaker’s  trade,  to  which  he 
gave  his  attention  during  the  greater  part  of 
his  active  life,  though  he  accumulated  farm 
property  and  aided  his  sons  in  their  active 
management  of  the  same,  his  farm  having  com- 
prised 123  acres.  His  marriage  was  solemnized 
in  Cadiz  Township  and  both  continued  to  main- 
tain their  home  in  Harrison  County  until  their 
deaths,  when  venerable  in  years  and  secure  in 
the  high  regard  of  all  who  knew  them.  Mr. 
Heavilin  was  a member  of  the  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church  and  his  wife  held  membership  in 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  in  the  faith  of  which 
she  was  reared.  They  became  the  parents  of 
three  children — Henry,  Francis  M.  and  Albert 
W.  Albert  W.  Heavilin  died  September  14,  1917, 
and  the  other  two  sons  still  remain  in  Harrison 
County. 

Francis  M.  Heavilin  is  indebted  to  the  schools 
of  Cadiz  Township  for  his  early  educational 
training,  and  in  that  township  also  he  initiated 
his  independent  activities  as  a farmer.  In  1875 
he  purchased  and  removed  to  his  present  fine 
homestead  farm  of  148  acres  in  Archer  Town- 
ship, and  in  the  same  township  he  now  owns 
another  well  improved  farm,  which  comprises 
130  acres.  He  has  been  especially  progressive 
in  his  enterprise  as  an  agriculturist  and  stock- 
grower,  and  his  excellent  management  of  his 
farm  property  has  gained  to  him  the  maximum 
returns,  while  he  has  been  specially  successful 
in  the  raising  of  sheep.  His  political  support 
is  given  to  the  democratic  party,  and  he  and 
his  wife  are  active  members  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  known  as  Asbury  Chapel. 

March  4,  1875,  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Heavilin  to  Miss  Jennie  Anderson,  daughter  of 
Hugh  and  Catherine  Anderson,  representatives 
of  old  and  honored  families  of  Harrison  Town- 
ship, and  of  the  ten  children  of  this  union 
brief  record  is  given  in  conclusion  of  this  re- 
view: Anna  is  the  wife  of  Arthur  Beck,  and 
they  have  three  children — Elizabeth,  Frances 
and  Anna.  Anderson  R.  married  Miss  Geneva 
Miller,  and  they  have  two  children — 'Martha  and 
Mary.  Howard  I.  Is  a successful  representative 
of  farm  enterprise  in  his  native  county.  Beatty 
died  in  1915.  Leroy  married  Ada  Beall  and 
after  her  death  wedded  Blanche  McKee,  Ada 
Ruth  being  the  one  child  of  the  first  marring* 
and  Albert  M.  being  the  child  of  the  second 
marriage.  Harry  married  Miss  Wilma  Auld. 
Robert  P.  is  more  specifically  mentioned  in  a 
later  paragraph.  Vincent  F.  remains  at  the 
parental  home.  Pearl  died  in  1916.  Nellie  J. 
Is  the  wife  of  William  G.  Given,  and  they  have 
two  children,  Frank  A.  and  Ada  Jane. 

Robert  Park  Heavilin  was  born  in  Archer 
Township,  October  25,  1887,  and  in  his  boyhood 
and  youth  he  profited  by  the  advantages 
afforded  in  the  public  schools  of  this  township. 
At  the  age  of  nineteen  years  he  learned  the 
trade  of  telegraph  operator,  and  as  a skilled 
operator  he  continued  in  the  service  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  about  ten 


years.  In  the  spring  of  1919  he  established  his 
home  on  his  present  excellent  farm  of  100  acres 
In  Monroe  Township,  Harrison  County,  where 
as  a successful  agriculturist  his  youthful  experi- 
ence is  coming  into  practical  and  effective 
utilization.  He  is  a member  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  and  his  wife  holds  member- 
ship in  the  Baptist  Church.  On  April  24,  1916, 
he  wedded  Miss  WInnifred  Barger,  daughter  of 
James  C.  Barger,  of  whom  individual  mention  is 
made  on  other  pages  of  this  work.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Heavilin  have  two  children — Phyllis  Jane  and 
Eugene  Vincent. 

Elmeb  E.  Green.  In  the  heart  of  every  man 
there  lies  a deep  and  abiding  love  for  the 
place  of  his  birth,  and  the  one  who  is  fortunate 
enough  to  secure  possession  of  his  family  home- 
stead is  to  be  envied.  Elmer  E.  Green  of 
Washington  Township  is  one  of  the  farmers  of 
Harrison  County  who  Is  thus  favored,  for  he 
owns  the  farm  on  which  he  was  born  on  No- 
vember 3,  1863,  and  here  he  has  passed  his 
entire  life,  so  that  he  is  thoroughly  identified 
with  the  locality  and  has  taken  part  in  its 
later  development.  He  is  the  son  of  James  S. 
and  Eliza  (Petty)  Green. 

The  grandfather,  Richard  Green,  was  born 
in  Maryland,  and  came  to  Ohio  at  a very  early 
day,  settling  in  Tuscarawas  County.  His  chil- 
dren were  as  follows:  William,  Robert,  Joel, 
John,  Barbara  and  James  S.  The  last  named 
was  born  in  April,  1822,  and  died  March  31, 
1901.  He  married  Eliza  Petty,  who  was  born 
in  Nottingham  Township,  Harrison  County, 
Ohio. 

While  still  a young,  unmarried  man  James  S’. 
Green  came  to  Tippecanoe,  Washington  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County,  Ohio,  and  worked  at 
his  trade  of  wagonmaking.  In  about  1852  he 
bought  230  acres  of  land  in  Washington  Town- 
ship, and  remained  on  his  farm  the  remainder 
of  his  life.  He  and  his  wife  had  the  following 
children:  Thompson,  Albert,  George  (deceased), 
Elizabeth,  Ellen.  Lafayette,  Margaret.  Elmer  E. 
and  Almeda.  Both  parents  were  consistent 
members  of  the  United  Brethren  Church. 

Elmer  E.  Green  was  reared  on  the  homestead 
and  attended  the  local  schools.  He  assisted  hi9 
father  In  the  farm  work,  and  when  the  latter 
died  inherited  eighty-four  and  one-half  acres, 
containing  the  homestead,  and  here  he  is  carry- 
ing on  general  farming  and  dairying  with 
gratifying  success. 

On  August  4,  1886,  he  was  married  to  Lona 
Johnson,  born  in  Nottingham  Township,  a 
daughter  of  Adolphus  and  Sarah  Anna  (Row- 
land) Johnson.  Adolphus  Johnson  was  a 
farmer  and  blacksmith  of  Nottingham  Town- 
ship who  died  November  30,  1918,  his  wife 
having  passed  away  November  30,  1910.  The 
children  born  to  Adolphus  Johnson  and  his 
wife  were  as  follows:  Ellen,  Rhoda.  William 
(deceased),  Lona.  Emma,  Frank,  Susan  (de- 
ceased), Olive,  Lloyd  and  Maud  and  Forrest, 
both  of  whom  are  deceased. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Green  became  the  parents  of 
the  following  children:  Florence,  who  married 
George  Carrothers,  has  two  children.  Carl  and 
Nellie:  Iva,  who  died  March  14,  1918.  married 
Harvey  Blackwell,  had  three  children,  George, 
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Mabel  and  Wilma;  Olive,  who  married  Chester 
Blackwell,  had  four  children,  Zelma,  Harry, 
Vivian  and  Clyde;  Sadie,  who  married  Edward 
Mallemee;  Jesse,  who  is  mentioned  below; 
Brady,  who  is  at  home;  and  Elwood  and  Viola, 
who  are  also  at  home.  The  family  all  belong 
to  the  United  Brethren  Church.  For  four  years 
Mr.  Green  served  as  assessor  of  Washington 
Township,  and  since  January,  1920,  he  has  been 
one  of  the  trustees  of  the  township. 

Jesse  M.  Green  is  one  of  the  veterans  of  the 
great  war,  and  entered  the  service  July  24,  1918. 
He  was  stationed  at  Camp  Sherman  and  as- 
signed to  Company  EX  Three  Hundred  and 
Thirty-sixth  Infantry,  Eighty-fourth  Division. 
His  organization  sailed  for  France  September 
3,  1918,  and  after  landing  he  was  transferred 
to  Company  F,  Three  Hundred  and  Sixty-second 
Infantry,  Ninety-first  Division.  Mr.  Green 
served  on  the  Belgian  front  from  October  31 
to  November  11,  the  day  of  the  signing  of  the 
armistice.  He  arrived  in  the  United  States  on 
his  return  home  April  16,  1919,  and  after  re- 
ceiving his  honorable  discharge  came  back  to 
the  farm.  Although  he  is  fortunate  in  escaping 
injury,. he  doubtless  will  carry  with  him  through 
life  the  effects  of  his  experience  just  as  the 
veterans  of  the  war  between  the  states  have 
done.  No  man  of  peaceful  disposition  can 
leave  the  ordinary  occupations  of  life  and  be- 
come a soldier  at  the  front  without  feeling 
the  results  upon  his  return  home.  Fortunately 
for  the  men  and  country  Americans  are  very 
adaptable,  and  the  majority  of  the  returned 
soldiers  will  be  the  better  citizens  for  their 
sacrificial  service  and  take  a deeper  interest  in 
the  affairs  of  the  Government  they  risked  their 
Jives  and  limbs  to  save. 

Samuel  Beach.  As  executive  head  of  the 
Beach  Milling  Company  in  the  village  of  Mal- 
vern, Mr.  Beach  became  a prominent  representa- 
tive of  industrial  and  commercial  enterprise  in 
Carroll  County.  He  takes  due  pride  In  claiming 
Ohio  as  the  place  of  his  nativity,  and  is  a 
representative  of  a family  that  early  became 
one  of  prominence  in  connection  with  civic  and 
material  development  and  progress  in  Ashtabula 
County.  He  was  bom  In  that  county  April  23, 
1845,  and  is  a son  of  Joshua  H.  and  Amy  Ann 
(Kyle)  Beach,  the  former  of  whom  was  bora 
in  Connecticut,  a scion  of  colonial  New  Elngland 
stock,  and  the  latter  was  born  in  the  State  of 
New  York,  where  their  marriage  was  solemnized, 
he  having  accompanied  his  parents  on  their 
removal  from  Connecticut  to  the  Empire  State. 
Joshua  H.  Beach  was  a young  man  when  he 
came  to  Ashtabula  County,  Ohio,  and  joined 
his  older  brother,  Marvin  W.,  who  had  there 
settled  about  the  year  1823  and  who  became  an 
influential  pioneer  citizen  of  the  county.  The 
subject  of  this  sketch  was  but  three  days  old 
at  the  time  of  his  mother’s  death,  and  he  was 
fourteen  years  old  when  his  father’s  death  oc- 
curred, in  1859.  He  was  the  younger  of  two 
children,  his  older  sister  being  Marla  Cecelia, 
who  was  a resident  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  at  the 
time  of  her  death.  For  his  second  wife  the 
father  married  Mrs.  Harrison  Hunt,  her  family 
name  having  been  Poole,  and  of  this  union  was 
born  one  child,  Rosalie.  Joshua  H.  Beach  was 


a carpenter  by  trade,  and  as  a young  man  be- 
came a successful  contractor  and  erected  a 
number  of  the  early  houses  in  Trumbull  and 
Ashtabula  counties.  He  was  a whig  in  politics 
until  the  organization  of  the  republican  party, 
when  he  united  with  the  latter,  to  which  he 
gave  his  allegiance  until  the  time  of  his  death, 
only  a few  years  later. 

Samuel  Beach  gained  his  early  education  fe 
the  schools  of  Trumbull  County,  and  was  six- 
teen years  of  age  at  the  inception  of  the  Civil 
war.  His  youthful  patriotism  was  not  long  to 
be  curbed,  for  in  1863  he  enlisted  as  a private 
in  Company  C,  One  Hundred  and  Seventy- 
seventh  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  with  which  he 
proceeded  to  the  front  and  with  which  he  took 
part  in  seventeen  engagements,  principally  of 
minor  order.  He  continued  in  service  until  the 
close  of  the  war  and  after  receiving  his  honor- 
able discharge  returned  to  Ohio.  For  some 
time  thereafter  he  was  employed  in  a shop  in 
which  were  manufactured  farm  implements, 
principally  forks,  in  Trumbull  County,  and  later 
he  engaged  in  the  manufacturing  of  handles  for 
farm  tools.  Thereafter  he  passed  a number  of 
years  in  the  oil  regions  of  Pennsylvania,  where 
he  was  identified  with  oil  producing  activities. 
About  1896,  in  partnership  with  his  eldest  son, 
Charles  R.,  he  erected  a grist  mill  at  Jefferson, 
the  judicial  center  of  Ashtabula  County,  Ohio, 
and  after  operating  this  mill  three  years  they 
sold  the  property  and  went  to  Albion,  Pennsyl- 
vania, where  they  engaged  in  the  general 
merchandise  business  and  also  conducted  a feed 
store.  There  Mr.  Beach  remained  twelve  years, 
at  the  expiration  of  which  he  disposed  of  his 
business  interests  in  Pennsylvania  and  returned 
to  Ohio.  In  July,  1910,  he  established  his  resi- 
dence at  Malvern,  and  here  he  erected  the 
thoroughly  modern  flour  mill  which  has  since 
been  successfully  operated  under  the  corporate 
title  of  the  Beach  Milling  Company.  Though 
Mr.  Beach  still  continues  his  interest  in  this 
Industrial  enterprise  he  is  now  living  virtually 
retired  and  his  son  Charles  R.  has  the  active 
management  of  the  substantial  business. 

Mr.  Beach  has  been  an  ardent  supporter  of 
the  principles  of  the  republican  party  from  the 
time  of  his  youth.  He  is  affiliated  with  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  and  is  now  proba- 
bly the  oldest  member  of  the  Lodge  of  Indepen- 
dent Order  of  Odd  Fellows  at  Geneva,  Ashta- 
bula County,  with  which  he  has  been  affiliated 
since  1872, 

In  1867  was  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Beach  to  Miss  Susan  Davis,  who  was  bora 
March  6,  1849,  a daughter  of  Robert  and  Sallle 
(Colvin)  Davis.  She  was  bom  In  Pennsylvania, 
as  were  also  her  parents,  and  was  a child  at  the 
time  of  the  family  removal  to  Geneva,  Ohio. 
Her  parents  in  later  years  returned  to  Pennsyl- 
vania and  established  their  home  in  Erie 
County,  where  the  father  died  January  29, 
1892,  at  the  age  of  sixty-eight  years,  and  where 
the  mother  died  in  1902,  at  the  age  of  seventy- 
seven  years.  They  became  the  parents  of  nine 
children:  Lester  died  in  January,  1920,  at  Ash- 
tabula; Demetrius  died  In  1914;  William  died 
about  1915;  Susan  is  the  wife  of  Mr.  Beach, 
of  this  review;  Polly  died  in  1875,  when  about 
twenty-five  years  of  age ; Leona,  Lois  and  Emma 
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and  Ella,  twins,  are  the  younger  daughters. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Beach  became  the  parents  of  two 
children,  Charles  R.  and  Lynn  H.  Charles  R. 
Beach  was  bom  in  the  year  1868,  and  received 
his  early  education  in  the  public  schools  of 
Ohio  and  Pennsylvania  and  in  an  academy  at 
Waterford  in  the  latter  state.  He  has  long 
been  associated  with  his  father  in  business  uua 
now  has  the  active  control  of  the  prosperous 
enterprise  of  the  Beach  Milling  Company,  as 
previously  noted  in  this  review.  He  married 
Miss  Louise  Chenot,  whose  death  occurred  Feb- 
ruary 16,  1918.  They  became  the  parents  of 
four  children — Heber  (died  In  March,  1917), 
Robert,  Samuel  (named  in  honor  of  his  paternal 
grandfather)  and  Susan  Rose.  Lynn  H.  Beach 
was  born  November  20,  1876,  and  gained  his 
youthful  education  principally  at  Waterford, 
Pennsylvania.  He  served  four  years  in  the 
United  States  Navy,  and  within  this  period 
made  the  voyage  around  the  world.  After  re- 
tiring from  the  navy  he  took  a course  in 
electrical  and  steam  engineering,  to  which  he 
devoted  his  attention  for  several  years.  He 
installed  the  Delco  electric  light  system  in  the 
mill  of  the  Beach  Milling  Company  and  is  now 
associated  with  his  brother  In  the  active  opera- 
tion of  this  mill.  He  married  Miss  Maude 
Lawton,  of  Harrison  County,  and  they  are 
popular  factors  in  the  social  life  of  Malvern. 

Frank  B.  Hostebman,  manager  of  the  Bow- 
man-Hosterman  Company,  manufacturers  of 
aluminum  ware  and  toys  at  Carrollton,  has  been 
vigorous  and  resourceful  in  the  development 
and  upbuilding  of  the  prosperous  industrial  en- 
terprise conducted  by  this  company  and  is  one 
of  the  staunch  and  progressive  business  men  of 
his  native  county.  He  was  bora  in  Loudon 
Township,  Carroll  County,  June  1,  1863,  and 
is  a son  of  Peter  and  Rebecca  (Hlbbs)  Hoster- 
man,  the  former  a native  of  Harrison  County 
and  the  latter  of  Carroll  County,  where  her 
parents  were  early  settlers.  Peter  Hosterman 
was  a son  of  Jacob  and  Elizabeth  (Winnings) 
Hosterman,  both  of  whom  were  born  in  the 
state  of  Pennsylvania  and  the  former  of  whom 
became  one  of  the  pioneer  settlers  in  Harrison 
County,  Ohio,  where  he  established  his  residence 
in  1805  and  became  one  of  the  substantial  farm- 
ers of  German  Township.  There  he  died  Au- 
gust 8,  1850,  the  date  of  his  birth  having  been 
December  20,  1782.  He  was  a democrat  In  poli- 
tics, and  he  and  his  wife  were  communicants  of 
the  Lutheran  Church. 

Peter  Hosterman  was  reared  under  the  con- 
ditions of  the  pioneer  period  in  the  history  of 
Harrison  County  and  in  his  youth  he  learned 
the  blacksmith’s  trade.  He  was  a young  man 
when  he  came  to  Carroll  County  and  engaged 
in  the  work  of  his  trade,  and  he  also  became 
actively  associated  with  farm  enterprise.  He 
was  one  of  the  sterling  citizens  of  Loudon  Town- 
ship at  the  time  of  his  death,  in  1881,  and  his 
second  wife,  mother  of  the  subject  of  this  re- 
view, died  in  1887,  their  children  having  been 
one  son  and  two  daughters,  Nora  and  Ellen. 
Eight  children  were  bora  of  the  first  marriage 
of  Peter  Hosterman.  He  was  a republican  in 
political  allegiance  and  held  to  the  faith  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 


Frank  B.  Hosterman  gained  his  early  educa- 
tion in  the  public  schools  at  Kilgore,  Loudon 
Township,  and  after  attaining  to  adult  age  was 
for  some  time  engaged  in  independent  farm 
enterprise  In  his  native  township,  where  he 
conducted  operations  on  a farm  of  100  acres.  At 
the  age  of  eighteen  years  he  entered  upon  an 
apprenticeship  in  the  woodwork  department  of 
the  carrlagemaker’s  trade,  and  to  his  trade  he 
devoted  his  attention  about  six  years.  For 
nearly  a score  of  years  thereafter  he  followed 
the  carpenter’s  trade,  and  he  then  became  iden- 
tified with  the  manufacturing  of  toys  and  nov- 
elties at  Carrollton,  the  outgrowth  of  this  en- 
terprise being  the  substantial  manufacturing 
industry  now  conducted  under  the  title  of  the 
Bowman-Hosterman  Company,  Mr.  Hosterman 
being  one  of  the  owners  of  the  substantial  busi- 
ness, of  which  he  assumed  individual  control  in 
1917.  His  only  son,  Faber,  is  actively  associated 
with  him  in  the  management  of  the  business, 
the  company  being  incorporated  under  the  laws 
of  the  state. 

Politically  Mr.  Hosterman  is  found  aligned 
in  the  ranks  of  the  republican  party,  is  affili- 
ated with  the  Knights  of  Pythias,  and  he  and 
his  family  hold  membership  in  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church. 

In  1885  was  solemnized  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Hosterman  to  Miss  Mary  McIntyre,  likewise  a 
native  of  Carroll  County,  who  died  In  1902, 
leaving  three  children.  Faber,  who  is  associated 
with  his  father  in  business,  as  previously  noted, 
married  Miss  Lena  Price,  of  Akron,  die  having 
been  born  in  Henry  County,  Missouri,  and  they 
have  one  son,  Franklin  Boliver,  bora  Septem- 
ber 8,  1920.  Freda  is  the  wife  of  Forrest  Mar- 
shall, of  Carrollton,  and  they  have  two  chil- 
dren, Dean  and  Mary.  Donna  is  the  wife  of 
Homer  Algeo,  of  Carrollton,  their  one  child 
being  a daughter,  Mary.  In  1904,  Mr.  Hoster- 
man married  Emma  Dehoff,  of  Carroll  County. 

John  B.  Stewabt  is  a representative  of  the 
fourth  generation  of  the  Stewart  family  in  Car- 
roll  County,  with  whose  history  the  name  has 
been  identified  for  an  entire  century.  Mr.  Stew- 
art is  now  one  of  the  principals  of  the  Stewart 
Company,  which  conducts  a substantial  general 
dry  goods  business  at  Carrollton,  and  is  one  of 
the  vital  business  men  of  the  younger  genera- 
tion in  his  native  county.  He  was  bora  in 
Perry  Township,  Carroll  County,  January  8, 
1882,  and  is  a son  of  Alfred  A.  and  Laura  B. 
(yasbinder)  Stewart,  the  former  of  whom  was 
born  in  Perry  Township  June  4,  1858,  and  the 
latter  was  born,  at  Jewett,  Harrison  County, 
April  27,  1861,  their  marriage  having  been  sol- 
emnized October  16,  1879. 

Alfred  Anson  Stewart  passed  his  entire  life 
in  Carroll  County  and  was  long  numbered  among 
the  successful  and  influential  farmers  of  Perry 
Township,  his  death  having  occurred  January 
25,  1916.  His  widow  is  now  a resident  of  Car- 
rollton. In  earlier  years  he  was  actively  asso- 
ciated with  the  operation  of  the  tannery  owned 
by  his  father,  but  the  basic  industry  of  agri- 
culture received  the  major  part  of  his  time  and 
attention  throughout  his  active  career.  He  was 
a republican  in  politics  and  was  a member  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  as  is  also  his 
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widow.  Mr.  Stewart  was  the  owner  of  one  of 
the  finest  farm  properties  in  Perry  Township, 
and  was  loyal  and  liberal  in  connection  with 
all  community  interests.  Alfred  A.  and  Laura 
B.  Stewart  became  the  parents  of  five  children, 
whose  names  and  respective  dates  of  birth  are 
here  noted:  Ella  May,  August  12,  1880;  John 

Buchanan,  January  8,  1882;  Ralph  Melville, 
January  19,  1884;  Homer  Arthur,  June  21,  1886 
(died  February  24,  1887)  : and  Harry  Ross,  De- 
cember 18,  1887.  Miss  Ella  May  Stewart  was 
graduated  in  the  Carrollton  High  School  in  1901, 
and  thereafter  was  employed  as  a clerk  in  the 
local  mercantile  establishment  of  the  Sheherd 
& Balzer  Company,  besides  which  she  held  a 
position  at  Alliance,  Stark  County,  for  two  and 
one- half  years.  In  1915  she  became  associated 
with  her  mother  and  brother  John  B.  in  the 
general  merchandise  business  at  Carrollton,  and 
in  January,  1919,  the  business  was  removed  to 
the  present  location,  on  the  south  side  of  the 
Public  Square,  the  building  having  been  pur- 
chased by  the  Stewart  Company  and  having  long 
been  known  as  the  Baker  Block.  The  store  of 
the  company  is  30  by  120  feet  in  dimensions  and 
is  modern  in  equipment  in  every  department, 
the  while  the  concern  controls  a large  and  rep- 
resentative trade. 

John  B.  Stewart  continued  his  studies  in  the 
public  schools  until  he  had  completed  the  work 
of  the  junior  year  in  the  Carrollton  High  School, 
and  thereafter  he  took  an  effective  course  in 
a leading  business  college  in  the  city  of  Cleve- 
land. For  a time  he  was  employed  as  a book- 
keeper in  Cleveland,  Ohio.  He  next  spent  six 
years  as  salesman  for  the  Canton  Hardware 
Company,  thereafter  was  for  six  years  with  the 
Alliance  Hardware  Company,  and  for  a time  he 
was  similarly  associated  with  the  Klein-Heffel- 
man  hardware  establishment  at  Canton,  Ohio. 
In  January,  1915,  he  returned  to  Carrollton  and 
became  associated  with  his  mother  and  sister  in 
purchasing  the  stock  and  business  of  Harry 
Butler,  since  which  time  the  enterprise  has  been 
successfully  continued  under  the  title  of  the 
Stewart  Company,  general  dry  goods,  with  Mr. 
Stewart  as  general  manager. 

Mr.  Stewart  gives  his  support  to  the  cause 
of  the  republican  party,  and  Is  affiliated  with 
the  Masonic  fraternity  and  the  Independent 
Order  of  Odd  Fellows.  He  and  his  wife  hold 
membership  in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

August  4,  1906,  was  marked  by  the  marriage 
of  Mr.  Stewart  to  Miss  Elizabeth  Kelly,  of  To- 
ronto, Jefferson  County.  The  two  children  of 
this  union  are:  Arthur,  born  October  12,  1908; 
and  Ethel,  born  January  3,  1910. 

Ralph  M.  Stewart,  next  ^ounger  brother  of 
the  subject  of  this  review,  likewise  is  a member 
of  the  Stewart  Company.  He  married  M>** 
Mary  Tope,  of  Carrollton,  and  they  have  one 
child,  Helen.  Harry  R.  Stewart,  youngest  of 
the  brothers,  died  at  the  age  of  fourteen  years. 

Edward  Stewart,  grandfather  of  he  whose 
name  Introduces  this  review,  was  long  one  of 
the  most  prominent  and  influential  citizens  of 
Perry  Township,  where  he  owned  not  only  a 
valuable  farm  but  also  a tannery,  which  he 
operated  for  many  years.  He  was  born  In  Perry 
Township  February  21,  1826,  of  staunch  Scotch- 
Irish  lineage.  His  grandfather,  Edward  Hill 


Stewart,  was  born  and  reared  in  Maryland  and 
he  and  his  wife,  whose  maiden  name  was  Su- 
sannah Clay,  were  pioneer  settlers  In  Jefferson 
County,  Ohio,  where  they  passed  the  remainder 
of  their  lives.  Edward  Stewart  was  a son  of 
Mahlon  and  Elizabeth  (Park)  Stewart,  who  be- 
came residents  of  Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  In 
1804,  and  who  came  in  1820  to  what  is  now 
Carroll  County,  where  Mr.  Stewart  secured  a 
tract  of  wild  land  in  the  present  Perry  Town- 
ship. Here  he  reclaimed  a farm  from  the  for- 
est and  was  one  of  the  honored  pioneer  citizens 
of  the  county  at  the  time  of  his  death,  in  1879, 
when  nearly  ninety-two  years  of  age,  his  wife 
having  passed  away  in  1871.  He  assisted  in  the 
organization  of  Carroll  County  and  owned  the 
land  on  which  the  present  village  of  Perrysvilie 
stands,  he  having  laid  out  that  village  in  1835. 
He  was  influential  in  public  affairs  in  the 
county,  was  originally  a whig  and  later  a re- 
publican in  politics,  and  both  he  and  his  wife 
held  membership  in  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  though  Mrs.  Stewart  was  a birthright 
member  of  the  Society  of  Friends. 

Edward  Stewart  was  reared  under  the  con- 
ditions of  the  pioneer  days  and  assisted  in  the 
reclamation  and  improvement  of  the  home  farm. 
In  1847  he  wedded  Miss  Martha  Ann  Davis,  of 
Harrison  County,  and  they  became  the  parents 
of  eleven  children.  Mr.  Stewart  was  owner  of 
one  of  the  finest  farm  properties  in  Perry  Town- 
ship at  the  time  of  his  death  and  was  one  of 
the  county’s  progressive  and  Influential  citizens, 
with  secure  place  in  popular  confidence  and  es- 
teem. As  a republican  he  was  elected  county 
commissioner,  in  which  office  he  served  with 
characteristic  efficiency  and  acceptability,  and  he 
and  his  wife  were  zealous  members  of  the  Meth- 
odist Episcopal  Church  at  Perrysvilie.  Both 
were  venerable  in  years  when  they  passed  from 
the  stage  of  life’s  mortal  endeavors. 

John  C.  Stubbins,  of  Cadiz,  Harrison  County, 
was  born  in  Cadiz  on  the  15th  of  December,  1844. 
He  is  a son  of  Mordecai  and  Mary  (Crozier) 
Stubbins,  the  former  of  whom  was  born  in  Bal- 
timore County,  Maryland,  and  the  latter  in  Ire- 
land. Mordecai  Stubbins  was  a son  of  Rev. 
Henry  Stubbins,  the  family  name  of  whose  wife 
was  Parrish,  and  they  were  numbered  among 
the  pioneer  settlers  of  Harrison  County,  to 
which  state  they  made  the  long  overland  jour- 
ney from  Maryland  with  teams  and  wagons. 
Rev.  Stubbins  was  one  of  the  pioneer  clergymen 
of  the  United  Brethren  Church  in  this  section 
of  the  Buckeye  State,  and  he  and  his  wife  con- 
tinued to  reside  at  Cadiz  until  their  death. 

Mordecai  Stubbins  was  reared  to  manhood  in 
Harrison  County,  and  as  a skilled  wagonmaker 
he  was  for  many  years  engaged  in  the  work  of 
his  trade  at  Cadiz,  where  both  he  and  his  wife 
died  when  well  advanced  in  years.  Of  their 
children  the  first-born.  Henry,  died  in  infancy; 
Margaret  became  the  wife  of  Thomas  Brooks; 
Amanda  married  John  Bayless;  John  C.,  of  this 
review,  was  the  next  in  order  of  birth  and  the 
youngest  of  the  family,  he  being  now  the  only 
survivor.  The  parents  were  active  members  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  for  many  years 
prior  to  their  death. 
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John  O.  Stubbins  is  indebted  to  the  pioneer 
village  schools  of  Cadiz  for  his  early  education, 
and  as  a young  man  he  here  learned  the  trade 
of  shoemaker.  He  was  working  at  his  trade 
and  was  about  sixteen  years  old  at  the  outbreak 
of  the  Civil  war,  and  his  youth  prevented  him 
from  entering  forthwith  into  military  service. 
His  patriotism  was  not  long  denied  such  recog- 
nition, however,  for  in  February,  1864,  he  en- 
listed as  a private  in  Company  K,  One  Hundred 
and  Seventieth  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  his 
term  of  enlistment  being  for  one  hundred  days. 
He  proceeded  with  his  command  to  the  front, 
and  on  the  18th  of  July,  1864,  took  part  in  an 
engagement  at  Snickers  Ferry,  Virginia,  besides 
participating  in  the  battle  of  Winchester,  that 
state,  on  the  24th  of  the  same  month,  and  taking 
part  in  many  skirmishes.  He  made  an  excellent 
record  as  a gallant  young  soldier  and  received 
his  honorable  discharge  September  10,  1864.  He 
returned  to  his  home  at  Cadiz,  and  for  twelve 
years  thereafter  he  here  continued  to  work  at 
his  trade.  He  was  then  appointed  city  mar- 
shal, of  which  office  he  continued  the  efficient 
and  valued  incumbent  for  the  long  period  of 
twenty-two  years.  Since  1001  Mr.  Stubbins  has 
served  as  bailiff  of  the  court  and  is  one  of  the 
popular  officials  at  the  county  building.  He  is  a 
republican  in  politics,  is  an  appreciative  and 
honored  member  of  the  local  post  of  the  Grand 
Army  of*  the  Republic,  the  ranks  of  which  have 
been  greatly  thinned  by  the  one  invincible  foe, 
death,  and  he  is  identified  also  with  the  Inde- 
pendent Order  of  Odd  Fellow's.  Both  he  and 
his  wife  are  members  of  the  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church. 

On  the  17th  of  July,  1872,  was  solemnized  the 
marriage  of  Mr.  Stubbins  to  Miss  Leora  Houser, 
who  was  born  and  reared  in  Harrison  County, 
a daughter  of  the  late  Wilson  I>.  Houser,  who 
was  born  at  Cadiz  April  1,  1828,  a son  of  one 
of  the  early  pioneer  families  of  Harrison  County, 
Ohio.  Wilson  L.  Houser  continued  his  residence 
at  Cadiz  until  his  death.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Stub- 
bins  have  no  children. 

Orlando  K.  Martin.  In  reviewing  in  this  his- 
tory the  records  of  the  time-honored  families  of 
Harrison  County  it  is  specially  gratifying  to 
note  that  Orlando  K.  Martin  and  his  only 
brother,  William  H.,  are  associated  in  the  own- 
ership and  work  of  the  fine  old  homestead  farm 
in  Cadiz  Township,  on  which  they  were  bom 
and  reared,  in  the  management  of  which  they 
have  been  constantly  allied  from  the  time  when 
their  honored  father  became  incapacitated  by 
blindness.  William  Hamilton  Martin,  the  older 
brother,  was  bom  on  this  farm,  May  17.  1855, 
and  has  remained  a bachelor,  his  home  having 
been  maintained  with  his  brother  continuously 
since  the  death  of  their  parents.  They  own.  in 
addition  to  the  old  homestead  which  comprises 
120  acres,  another  tract  of  fifty  acres  in  the 
same  township,  and  they  are  numbered  among 
the  substantial  and  representative  agriculturists 
and  stock-growers  of  their  native  county.  The 
birth  of  Orlando  K.  occurred  July  23,  1857. 

George  Martin,  father  of  he  whose  name  in- 
troduces this  review,  was  bom  on  the  farm 
later  owned  by  Aaron  Ross  in  Cadiz  Township, 
and  the  date  of  his  nativity  was  March  1,  1817. 


He  was  a son  of  Arthur  and  Margaret  (Ury$ 
Martin,  the  former  a native  of  Ireland  and  the 
latter  of  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania.  Fif- 
teen days  after  the  birth  of  their  son  George  the 
parents  removed  to  the  farm  now  owned  and 
occupied  by  their  grandsons,  and  there  they 
passed  the  remainder  of  their  lives,  as  honored 
pioneer  citizens  of  the  county.  In  a previous 
publication,  issued  prior  to  the  death  of  George 
Martin,  appeared  an  appreciative  estimate  that 
is  worthy  of  reproduction,  with  slight  para- 
phrase, In  this  connection: 

“George  Martin  was  a young  man  whose  jol- 
lity and  lightness  of  spirits  contributed  largely 
to  the  merrymakings  of  the  early  days  in  Har- 
rison County,  and  he  grew  to  manhood  much  as 
did  the  other  farm  boys  of  those  early  days. 
On  the  3d  of  January,  1853,  he  married  Miss 
Rachel  H.  Kennedy,  daughter  of  John  and  Ma- 
tilda Kennedy  and  a native  of  Tuscarawas 
County,  Ohio.  In  February  following  their  mar- 
riage they  came  to  the  home  which  was  to  be 
theirs  during  the  remainder  of  their  earnest  and 
worthy  lives,  the  loved  wife  and  mother  having 
passed  to  the  life  eternal  January  17.  1881,  at 
the  age  of  forty-nine  years.  In  1877  Mr.  Martin 
lost  the  sight  of  his  left  eye,  and  soon  the  other 
eye  became  sympathetically  affected.  Though 
he  went  to  the  medical  department  of  the  cele- 
brated University  of  Michigan  for  consultation 
and  treatment,  in  spite. of  all  that  could  be  done, 
his  sight  gradually  became  dimmer,  until  at  last 
the  flickering  spark  of  day  went  out,  leaving 
him  to  grope  his  aged  way  in  midnight  dark- 
ness. His  farm  is  cared  for  by  his  sons.  George 
Martin’s  work  Is  finished,  but  he  is  sustained 
and  comforted  by  the  filial  devotion  of  his  chil- 
dren and  by  the  affectionate  regard  of  his  many 
friends.”  This  venerable  pioneer  passed  away 
August  14,  1895.  at  the  age  of  seventy-eight 
years,  and  he  is  held  in  affectionate  memory 
In  the  county  that  was  his  home  during  his 
entire  life.  Of  the  three  children  the  eldest  is 
Angelina,  who  Is  the  wife  of  Rev.  A.  B.  Con  well 
and  who  now  resides  at  Colorado  Springs,  Colo- 
rado, William  H.  being  the  second  and  Orlando 
K.  the  youngest  of  the  children. 

Orlando  K.  Martin,  like  his  brother,  gained  his 
early  education  In  the  schools  of  his  native 
township,  and  his  entire  active  career  has  been 
marked  by  association  with  the  work  and  man- 
agement of  the  old  home  farm,  which  is  endeared 
to  him  by  many  gracious  memories  and  associa- 
tions. He  and  his  brother  are  staunch  repub- 
licans, and  he  has  served  three  terms  as  trustee 
of  his  native  township.  At  the  November  elec- 
tion of  1920  he  was  elected  sheriff  of  Harrison 
County  on  the  republican  ticket.  lie  and  his 
wife,  ns  also  his  brother,  hold  membership  in 
Asbury  Methodist  Episcopal  Chapel,  and  he  is 
affiliated  with  the  lodge  of  Knights  of  Pythias 
at  Cadiz,  the  county  seat. 

On  the  23d  of  July,  1884,  was  solemnized  the 
marriage  of  Orlando  K.  Martin  to  Miss  Emma 
E.  Carson,  who  likewise  was  born  and  reared  in 
Harrison  County,  a daughter  of  David  L.  and 
Ella  (Wells)  Carson.  Mr.  Carson  was  born  in 
Nottingham  Township,  this  county.  November 
24.  1.842,  and  his  wife  was  born  in  Cadiz  Town- 
ship on  the  2d  of  October  of  the  same  year,  a 
daughter  of  Charles  and  Mary  (Day)  Wells,  her 
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father  having  been  a pioneer  settler  and  influ- 
ential citizen  of  Cadiz  Township  and  having 
served  two  terms  as  county  commissioner.  Mr. 
Wells  died  January  19,  1901,  at  a venerable  age. 
His  children  were  four  in  number — Sarah  Mar- 
garet, Mary  Ellen,  Amanda  Elizabeth  and  La- 
ticia  Isabel.  William  Carson,  father  of  David  L. 
Carson,  was  bom  in  Nottingham  Township,  a 
son  of  John  and  Hannah  (Rogers)  Carson,  who 
were  bom  and  reared  in  Maryland,  where  their 
marriage  was  solemnized  and  whence  they  came 
to  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  about  the  opening 
year  of  the  nineteenth  centurv,  to  become  very 
early  settlers  in  Nottingham  Township,  where 
Mr.  Carson  reclaimed  a farm  from  the  virgin 
forest  apd  where  he  and  his  wife  passed  the 
remainder  of  their  lives.  William  Carson  and 
his  wife,  Elizabeth,  became  the  parents  of  three 
sons  and  five  daughters.  * David  L.  Carson,  eldest 
of  the  children,  continued  as  one  of  the  repre- 
sentative farmers  of  Cadiz  Township  until  his 
death,  which  occurred  March  6,  19#8,  and  his 
widow  passed  to  eternal  rest  on  the  3d  of  Octo- 
ber, 1912.  They  became  the  parents  of  the  fol- 
lowing children:  Emma  E.f  Charles,  Margaret, 
Minnie,  Clara,  Walter,  who  resides  at  Gales- 
bum,  Illinois;  Harry,  deceased;  Reid,  a resident 
of  Illinois;  Ernest,  residing  at  Columbus,  Ohio; 
and  George,  likewise  a resident  of  Columbus. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Orlando  K.  Martin  have  but  one. 
child,  Clara  B.,  wife  of  Halbert  B.  Heastan,  a 
teacher  In  the  public  schools  of  the  city  of 
PaSsaic,  New  Jersey. 

S.  Frank  Groves.  Farming  and  stockraising 
engage  the  undivided  attention*  of  a large  pro- 
portion of  the  substantial  men  of  Washington 
Township,  - where  may  also  be  found  many  of 
Harrison  County’s  mogt  intelligent  and  reliable 
citizens.  As  a rule  they  are  quiet,  hard-working, 
unassuming  men,  who  go  about  their  Important 
duties  in  a practical,  sensible  way,  and  through 
their  labor  and  agricultural  knowledge  contrib- 
ute their  full  proportion  of  food  for  the  world. 
There  are  an  unusual  number  of  well-kept  es- 
tates in  this  section,  but  there  are  few  that  excel 
in  any  way  the  finely  cultivated  and  well-im- 
proved farm  of  S.  Frank  Groves,  who  has  owned 
and  operated  this  place  since  1895. 

S.  Frank  Groves  was  born  in  Rush  Township, 
Tuscarawas  County,  Ohio,  October  9,  1865.  His 
parents  were  James  and  Nancy  (Fleming) 
Groves,  both  of  whom  were  born  in  Harrison 
County  and  were  married  in  Washington  Town- 
ship. Shortly  afterward  James  Groves  removed 
to  Tuscarawas  County  and  settled  in  Rush  Town- 
ship, where  the  rest  of  his  life  was  passed  as  a 
general  farmer.  He  owned  two  valuable  farms, 
one  containing  260  acres  in  Tuscarawas  County, 
and  the  other  comprising  116  acres  lying  in 
Washington  Township,  Harrison  County.  His 
death  occurred  January  4,  1904,  and  that  of  his 
wife  on  July  13,  1902.  She  was  a member  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  They  were 
the  parents  of  four  children,  namely : Alfretta, 
Emma  Laura,  Violinda  Allen  and  S.  Frank,  all 
living  except  Violinda. 

S.  Frank  Groves  had  excellent  educational 
privileges  In  the  public  schools  of  Rush  Town- 
ship, and  as  the  only  son  of  the  family  remained 
with  his  father  until  his  own  marriage,  follow- 


ing which  he  began  farming  on  his  own  account 
in  Rush  Township,  Tuscarawas  County.  He  had 
been  well  trained  in  farm  work  from  boyhood, 
and,  furthermore,  took  a deep  interest  in  his 
farm  and  stock  and  prospered  accordingly.  In 
1898  he  came  to  his  present  place  in  Washing- 
ton Township,  Harrison  County,  and  this  has 
continued  his  home  ever  since.  He  owns  131 
acres  in  his  home  farm  and  forty-five  acres  of 
the  old  homestead  in  Tuscarawas  County.  The 
fine  improvements  and  substantial  buildings  on 
his  Washington  Township  farm  have  all  been 
placed  here  by  Mr.  Groves.  He  is  a progres- 
sive and  enterprising  farmer,  carrying  on  his 
undertakings  with  the  aid  of  modem  machinery 
and  according  to  approved  methods. 

In  1890  Mr.  Groves  was  married  to  Miss  Anna 
Bell  Boyd,  daughter  of  George  and  Eliza  V. 
(Markie)  Boyd,  and  they  have  two  children: 
Nellie  B.  and  Franklin  Eugene,  both  of  whom, 
have  been  well  educated  and  both  are  at  home. 
Mr.  Groves  has  always  taken  a good  citizen’s 
Interest  In  public  affairs  but  has  never  been 
particularly  active  in  politics.  As  a good 
farmer,  fair-minded  neighbor  and  reliable  citi- 
zen, Mr.  Groves  is  held  In  regard  by  all  who 
know  him. 

Richard  H.  Lee  has  long  held  prestige  as  one 
of  the  representative  civil  engineers  in  north- 
eastern Ohio,  has  been  actively  concerned  with  ’ 
important  railway  construction  work  in  a'  pro- 
fessional capacity,  and  though  he  has  now  * 
passed  the  psalmist’s  span  of  three  score  years 
and  ten,  he  continues  to  give  effective  service 
in  the  profession  which  he  has  followed  from 
his  - young  manhood.  Mr.  Lee  is  an  honored 
representative  of  one  of  the  oldest  and  best 
known  families  of  Carroll  County,  where  Lee 
Township  was  named  in  honor  of  his  paternal 
grandfather,  and  he  maintains  his  home  at  Car- 
rollton, the  judicial  center  of  the  county. 

Carroll  County  was  organized  in  1833,  and  It 
was  more  than  a quarter  of  a century  prior  to 
that  year  that  Alexander  Lee,  grandfather  of 
Richard  H.,  established  himself  as  a pioneer  set- 
tler within  the  borders  of  this  county.  He  was 
bom  In  County  Donegal,  Ireland,  and  was  a 
young  man  when  he  established  his  home  in. 
Somerset  County,  Pennsylvania,  where  was  sol- 
emnized his  marriage  to  Martha  Hammell. 
Within  a few  years  after  their  marriage  the 
young  couple  came  to  Ohio  and  located  in  Jef- 
ferson County,  whence,  in  1806,  they  came  to 
what  Is  now  Carroll  County  and  settled  in  the 
midst  of  the  virgin  forest  that  then  marked  Lee 
Township.  Here  Alexander  Lee  reclaimed  a pro- 
ductive farm,  endured  the  full  tension  of  pio- 
neer life  and  did  well  his  part  in  the  initial 
civic  and  industrial  development  of  the  county, 
both  he  and  his  wife  having  remained  on  their 
old  homestead  until  their  death.  They  were 
earnest  members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 
They  became  the  parents  of  six  sons  and  three 
daughters,  and  of  the  number  Ezekiel  R.,  father 
of  the  subject  of  this  review,  was  the  eighth  in 
order  of  birth. 

Ezekiel  R.  Lee  was  bom  on  the  old  pioneer 
homestead,  in  Lee  Township,  in  the  year  1813, 
and  here  he  passed  his  entire  life,  as  a substan- 
tial and  successful  exponent  of  agricultural  In- 
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dustry.  He  died  November  23,  1860,  in  the 
prime  of  his  strong  and  useful  manhood,  and  in 
all  of  the  relations  of  life  he  had  well  upheld 
the  high  honors  of  the  family  name.  It  may 
be  noted  that  his  father,  the  founder  of  the 
family  in  Carroll  County,  had  gone  back  to 
Pennsylvania  for  a visit,  and  that  he  died  while 
thus  absent,  the  pioneer  conditions  having  been 
such  as  to  make  transfer  of  news  slow  and  in- 
adequate, with  the  result  that  his  family  never 
learned  where  this  honored  pioneer  was  laid 
to  rest  after  his  death,  when  well  advanced  in 
years.  As  a young  man  Ezekiel  R.  Lee  married 
Jane  Ann  Bebout,  who  was  born  in  Washington 
County,  Pennsylvania,  June  17,  1827,  and  who 
survived  him  by  more  than  half  a century,  she 
having  been  eighty-nine  years  of  age  at  the 
time  of  her  death,  on  the  16th  of  February, 
1916.  She  was  a daughter  of  John  and  Re- 
becca (Howey)  Bebout,  the  former  a native  of 
New  Jersey  and  the  latter  of  Pennsylvania, 
where  their  marriage  occurred  and  whence  they 
came  to  Carroll  County,  Ohio,  in  1836,  their 
home  being  established  on  a farm  in  Washing- 
ton Township,  where  Mr.  Bebout  passed  the  re- 
mainder of  his  life,  his  widow  having  passed 
the  closing  years  of  her  life  in  the*  home  of  her 
daughter  Jane  A.,  wife  of  Ezekiel  R.  Lee,  and 
both  having  been  active  members  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church. 

Ezekiel  R.  Lee  was  reared  and  educated  under 
the  conditions  that  marked  the  pioneer  days  in 
Carroll  County,  and  in  addition  to  gaining  a 
plethora  of  experience  in  connection  with  farm 
work  he  also  learned  the  tanner’s  trade,  at 
Cadiz,  Harrison  County.  However  he  devoted 
the  major  part  of  his  active  career  to  agricul- 
tural and  live-stock  industry,  and  he  and  his 
brother  were  prominent  stock  drovers  in  the 
early  days.  He  was  a vigorous  abolitionist  in 
the  period  leading  up  to  the  Civil  war  and  he 
cast  his  last  vote  in  support  of  Abraham  Lin- 
coln for  the  presidency,  his  death  having  oc- 
curred the  year  prior  to  the  inception  of  thfr 
Civil  war.  Both  he  and  his  wife  were  zealous 
members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  Of  their 
children,  Richard  Henry,  whose  name  intro- 
duces this  review,  is  the  eldest ; John  B.  died  in 
March,  1876 ; Horace  G.  is  a resident  of  Canton, 
Stark  County;  Alexander  died  in  infancy;  and 
James  A.  resides  at  Harlem  Springs,  Carroll 
County. 

Richard  Henry  Lee  was  born  on  his  father’s 
farm,  in  Lee  Township,  Carroll  County,  and  the 
date  of  his  nativity  was  November  24,  1848.  Am- 
bitious, self-reliant  and  of  alert  mentality,  he 
was  not  satisfied  to  avail  himself  merely  of  the 
advantages  of  the  common  schools  of  the  lo- 
cality and  period,  as  is  demonstrated  by  his 
having  pursued  higher  studies  in  Harlem  Col- 
lege, at  Harlem  Springs,  and  by  his  finally  en- 
tering Cornell  University,  at  Ithaca,  New  York. 
In  this  latter  institution  he  completed  a thor- 
ough course  in  civil  engineering,  and  to  the  pro- 
fession for  which  he  thus  fitted  himself  he  has 
devoted  his  attention  during  the  long  intervening 
years,  which  have  recorded  his  association  with 
a large  amount  of  railroad  surveying  work,  as 
well  as  a number  of  years’  service  as  county 
surveyor  of  Carroll  County.  He  is  now  ohe  of 
the  venerable  citizens  of  Carrollton,  with  a wide 


acquaintanceship  throughout  this  section  of  the 
state,  and  with  a record  of  achievement  that 
adds  much  to  the  distinction  of  the  family  name. 
Mr.  Lee  is  a stalwart  republican,  holds  member- 
ship in  the  Reformed  Church,  and  his  wife  is  a 
member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

On  the  7th  of  April,  1881,  was  solemnized  the 
marriage  of  Mr.  Lee  to  Miss  Mary  Steeves,  who 
likewise  was  born  and  reared  in  Carroll  County, 
a daughter  of  Martin  and  Martha  (Lee)  Steeves. 
Mr.  Steeves  came  to  Carroll  County  from  New 
Brunswick,  Canada,  and  here  he  became  a suc- 
cessful farmer  and  stock-drover.  He  was  acci- 
dentally killed,  in  1863,  £nd  his  widow,  surviv- 
ing him  by  many  years,  was  of  venerable  age  at 
the  time  of  her  death. 

Edward  Maple.  After  having  long  been  num- 
bered among  the  successful  representatives  of 
farm  industry  In  his  native  county,  Mr.  Maple 
sold  his  farm  and  in  the  spring  of  1920  removed 
to  Carrolltbn,  the  county  seat,  where  he  is  now 
living  retired  and  finds  merited  surcease  from 
the  industrial  labors  and  responsibilities  that 
were  formerly  his  portion. 

Mr.  Maple  was  born  in  Ctenter  Township,  Car- 
roll  County,  on  the  31st  of  May,  1851,  and  is  a 
son  of  David  and  Elizabeth  (Dray)  Maple,  the 
former  of  whom  likewise  was  a native  of  Center 
Township,  where  he  was  born  in  the  year  1821, 
and  the  latter  of  whom  was  born  in  Trumbull 
County,  this  state.  David  Maple  was  a son  of 
John  and  Mary  Maple,  who  came  from  Pennsyl- 
vania to  Carroll  County  in  the  early  pioneer  era, 
before  the  organization  of  the  county,  and  who 
settled  in  Center  Township,  where  the  father 
obtained  a tract  of  land  and  reclaimed  a farm 
from  the  forest  wilds.  On  this  old  homestead 
he  and  his  wife  passed  the  remainder  of  their 
lives,  reared  their  children  and  contributed  their 
portion  to  the  civic  and  material  development 
of  the  county.  David  Maple  early  began  to  as- 
sist in  the  arduous  work  of  the  pioneer  farm 
which  was  the  place  of  his  birth,  and  his  educa 
tionnl  advantages  were  those  afforded  in  the 
primitive  schools  of  the  locality  and  period.  He 
eventually  became  the  owner  of  a valuable 
landed  estate  of  600  acres,  and  was  one  of  the 
substantial  farmers  and  honored  citizens  of 
Center  Township  at  the  time  of  his  death  in 
1888,  his  wife  having  passed  away  in  1886.  He 
was  a republican  in  politics  and  his  wife  was 
a member  of  the  Christian  Church.  They  be- 
came the  parents  of  six  children — Edward,  Ja- 
cob, Mary  Elizabeth,  Susan,  Anna  Theresa  and 
George  Washington. 

The  old  homestead  farm  gave  its  benignant 
influence  and  discipline  to  the  childhood  and 
youth  of  Edward  Maple,  and  his  alert  mind 
broadened  its  ken  through  his  application  to 
study  In  the  public  schools  of  the  locality.  He 
learned  all  details  of  farm  industry  while  yet  a 
youth,  and  when  the  father  made  provision  for 
his  children  by  giving  to  each  a farm  Edward 
received  as  hie  allotment  an  excellent  place  of 
160  acres  in  Center  Township.  This  farm,  upon 
which  he  made  many  improvements  of  modern 
order,  continued  as  the  stage  of  his  successful 
activities  as  an  agriculturist  and  stock-grower 
until  1920,  when  he  sold  the  valuable  property 
and  in  April  established  his  home  a£  Carroll- 
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ton,  where  he  purchased  the  attractive  residence 
in  which  he  and  wife  delight  to  extend  welcome 
to  their  host  of  friends  in  the  county.  In  poli- 
tics Mr.  Maple  has  never  deviated  from  the  line 
of  staunch  allegiance  to  the  republican  party, 
and  while  he  has  had  no  ambition  for  public 
office  he  gave  effective  service  during  his  incum- 
bency of  the  position  of  assessor  of  his  native 
township.  Both  he  and  his  wife  hold  member- 
ship in  the  Reformed  Church. 

On  the  27th  of  September,  1887,  Mr.  Maple 
was  united  In  marriage  to  Miss  Eliza  Barnhouse, 
who  was  bora  in  Perry  Township,  Carroll 
County,  August  26,  1853,  a daughter  of  Samuel 
and  Susannah  (Stewart)  Barnhouse,  both  na- 
tives of  Carroll  County,  where  the  respective 
families  were  founded  in  the  early  pioneer  days. 
Mrs.  Barnhouse  was  a daughter  of  Mahlon  Stew- 
art, a prominent  and  influential  pioneer  of  whom 
more  specific  mention  will  be  found  in  connec- 
tion with  other  personal  sketches  appearing  In 
this  work,  he  having  been  the  founder  of  the 
village  of  Perrysville,  this  county.  Mr.  Barn- 
house died  in  1894.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Maple  have 
four  children:  Howard  is  married  and  resides 

in  the  city  of  Canton,  Stark  County,  he  having 
served  two  years  during  the  nation’s  participa- 
tion in  the  World  war  and  having  passed  about 
one  year  in  France,  where  he  was  assigned  to 
the  mail  department  of  the  service  of  the  Amer- 
ican Expeditionary  Forces:  Ralph  E.,  of  Carroll- 
ton, married  Miss  Bessie  Noble,  and  thev  have 
two  children,  Marion  and  Joseph ; and  Oma  and 
Curtis  remain  at  the  parental  home. 

Edward  Dray,  maternal  grandfather  of  Mr. 
Maple,  was  one  of  the  men  associated  with  pio- 
neer ore  mining  and  other  kindred  operations 
near  Niles,  Trumbull  County,  and  he  also  served 
as  a soldier  in  the  War  of  1812.  He  finally  es- 
tablished his  residence  on  a pioneer  farm  in 
East  Township,  where  his  wife  died,  and  he 
passed  the  closing  period  of  his  life  in  the  home 
of  his  daughter  Elizabeth,  mother  of  the  sub- 
ject of  this  review,  where  he  died  when  about 
ninety  years  of  age. 

Jacob  M.  Habsh  has  maintained  his  residence 
at  Malvern  for  fully  thirty  years  and  has  one 
of  the  fine  homes  of  this  attractive  village,  be- 
sides which  he  is  the  owner  of  one  of  the  valu- 
able farms  of  Carroll  County  and  gives  his  gen- 
eral supervision  to  its  operations,  the  place  be- 
ing eligibly  situated  in  Brown  Township,  about 
four  miles  distant  from  Malvern. 

Mr.  Harsh  was  born  in  Harrison  Township, 
Carroll  County,  September  26,  1841,  and  is  a 
son  of  Samuel  and  Sarah  (Eberly)  Harsh,  both 
natives  of  Pennsylvania,  where  the  former  was 
born  in  1813  (in  Washington  County),  and  the 
latter  in  1820.  Lewis  Harsh,  father  of  Samuel, 
was  born  in  Holland,  and  after  coming  to 
America  he  remained  in  Pennsylvania  until  1821, 
when  he  migrated  with  his  family  to  Ohio  and 
became  a pioneer  settler  in  Carroll  County.  Here 
he  purchased  a tract  of  Government  land  in 
Washington  Township,  and  this  he  reclaimed 
from  the  forest  into  a productive  farm.  On  this 
pioneer  homestead  he  and  his  wife  passed  the 
remainder  of  their  lives.  Their  children  were 
eight  in  number — Jacob,  Adam,  Abraham,  Sam- 
uel, Margaret,  Betsy,  Susan  and  Hannah. 


Samuel  Harsh  was  reared  under  the  condi- 
tions of  the  early  pioneer  days  In  Carroll  County, 
and  though  he  attended  school  not  more  than 
six  weeks  in  his  boyhood,  his  alert  mind  and 
self-application  effectively  enabled  him  to  over- 
come this  educational  handicap  of  his  youth. 
He  gave  his  entire  active  life  to  the  basic  In- 
dustry of  agriculture,  and  after  having  farmed 
in  Harrison  Township  for  a term  of  years  he 
became  the  owner  of  a farm  in  Brown  Township, 
where  he  remained  until  his  death  in  1881,  his 
widow  passing  away  in  February,  1895,  and 
both  having  been  earnest  members  of  the  Re- 
formed Church,  the  while  his  political  support 
was  given  to  the  cause  of  the  republican  party. 
They  became  the  parents  of  the  following  chil- 
dren— Lewis,  Jacob  M.,  Hitman,  Nancy  Jane, 
Sarah  Catherine,  Eliza  Maria,  James  Madison 
and  Alexander,  the  last  named  having  died  at 
the  age  of  seven  years. 

Jacob  M.  Harsh  was  reared  In  Harrison  Town- 
ship, and  is  indebted  to  its  district  schools  for 
his  early  education.  For  the  past  fifty-six  years 
(1920)  he  has  lived  within  the  borders  of  Brown 
Township,  where  he  is  the  owner  of  a well  im- 
proved farm  of  thirty-three  acres,  and  the  vil- 
lage of  Malvern,  as  previously  stated,  has  been 
his  place  of  residence  for  thirty  years.  Though 
in  the  autumn  of  1920  he  celebrated  the  seventy- 
ninth  anniversary  of  his  birth,  he  is  still  hale 
and  vigorous  and  takes  great  satisfaction  In 
still  maintaining  his  place  in  the  ranks  of  the 
world’s  productive  workers.  Mr.  Harsh  is  a 
loyal  advocate  of  the  principles  of  the  repub- 
lican party,  has  served  nearly  a quarter  of  a 
century  as  constable,  and  has  also  given  effec- 
tive service  as  health  and  truant  officer  in  his 
home  village.  He  holds  membership  in  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  as  did  also  his 
wife,  who  remained  his  devoted  companion  and 
helpmeet  for  nearly  fifty-five  years,  the  gracious 
ties  being  severed  by  her  death  on  the  7th  of 
June.  1917. 

On  the  8th  of  February,  1863,  was  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  Mr.  Harsh  to  Miss  Mary  Eliza- 
beth Clark,  who  was  bora  in  Augusta  Township, 
Carroll  County,  in  1843,  a daughter  of  John  S. 
and  Kate  (Ward)  Clark,  the  former  of  whom 
is  deceased  but  the  latter,  at  the  remarkable 
age  of  ninety-six  years,  resides  at  Malvern,  as 
one  of  the  most  venerable  and  loved  pioneer 
women  of  the  county.  In  the  concluding  para- 
graph of  this  review  is  given  brief  record  con- 
cerning the  children  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Harsh: 
John  married  Miss  Laura  Rutledge,  whose  death 
occurred  in  June,  1891,  and  he  died  in  1902,  at 
the  age  of  thirty-seven  years.  They  are  sur- 
vived by  one  daughter,  Mae,  who  was  born  Au- 
gust 24.  1890,  and  who  is  the  wife  of  Herman 
Chami>er.  of  Carroll  County.  Mr.  Champer  en- 
tered the  military  service  of  the  nation  in  con- 
nection with  the  World  war,  and  his  service  con- 
tinued from  May  28,  1918,  until  April  24.  1919. 
He  was  with  the  American  Expeditionary 
Forces  in  France  for  seven  months,  as  a mem- 
ber of  the  Ninety-First  Division,  and  after  re- 
ceiving his  honorable  discharge  he  returned  to 
his  native  county,  where  he  and  his  wife  reside 
in  the  village  of  Malvern.  Samuel,  the  second 
son  of  the  subject  of  this  review,  resides  at  Mal- 
vern and  is  still  a bachelor.  Nathan,  a success- 
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ful  farmer  in  Brown  Township,  married  Miss 
Cora  Morlege,  and  they  have  two  children,  Mar- 
garet and  Harry.  Rose  is  the  wife  of  Harvey 
Thomas,  of  Carroll  County.  Ellsworth,  a resi- 
dent of  Malvern,  married  Miss  Emma  Gotschal, 
and  they  have  three  children,  Dora,  Nellie  and 
Walter.  Margaret  is  the  wife  of  Harvey  Eckley, 
and  they  reside  at  Malvern.  Thomas  died  at 
the  age  of  two  and  one-half  years.  Harry  Harsh, 
son  of  Nathan  and  grandson  of  the  subject  of 
this  sketch,  married  Miss  Lucille  Wilkins,  and 
they  became  the  parents  of  three  children,  Hazel, 
Ruth  (deceased)  and  Kenneth. 

Habby  C.  Hill  is  senior  member  of  the  firm 
of  Hill  & Martin,  which  has  developed  a substan- 
tial and  prosperous  general  produce  business  at 
Cadiz,  Harrison  County,  where  they  handle 
poultry,  butter,  eggs,  hides  and  furs.  Mr.  Hill 
has  depended  solely  upon  his  own  resources  in 
making  his  way  forward  in  the  field  of  business, 
and  his  ability  and  ambition  have  not  been  de- 
nied a due  reward.  He  is  one  of  the  keen  and 
progressive  business  men  of  Cadiz  and  is  well 
entitled  to  recognition  in  this  publication. 

Mr.  Hill  was  born  at  Cambridge,  Guernsey 
County,  Ohio,  May  13,  1875,  and  Is  a son  of 
Calvin  and  Nettie  (Hines)  Hill.  Calvin  Hill 
learned  in  his  youth  the  trade  of  marble  cutter, 
and  this  he  followed  at  Cambridge  until  shortly 
after  the  birth  of  his  son  Harry  C.,  when  he 
removed  with  his  family  to  Cadiz,  Harrison 
County,  where  he  died  about  two  years  later, 
in  1877.  His  wife  was  born  in  Harrison  County, 
a daughter  of  the  late  Christian  Hines,  who  was 
a member  of  one  of  the  well-known  pioneer  fami- 
lies of  this  county.  Mrs.  Hill  died  December  9, 
1915.  and  of  her  children  Harry  C.,  of  this  re- 
view, Is  the  elder,  the  younger  being  Pearl,  who 
is  the  wife  of  Charles  B.  Davis,  of  Manchester, 
Iowa. 

While  still  a mere  boy,  Harry  C.  Hill  em- 
ployed himself  at  whatever  work  he  could  obtain 
within  the  compass  of  his  powers  in  order  to 
aid  in  the  support  of  his  widowed  mother,  and 
In  the  meanwhile  he  attended  the  public  schools 
of  Cadiz  with  as  much  regularity  as  circum- 
stances permitted.  He  has  always  been  indus- 
trious and  self-reliant,  and  his  ambition  early 
led  him  to  take  advantage  of  the  opportunities 
that  were  presented  to  him.  He  learned  prac- 
tical business  methods  in  his  varied  experiences 
as  a youth,  and  finally,  in  1907.  he  became  asso- 
ciated with  Harry  Warren  Martin  In  establishing 
the  business  which  they  have  since  successfully 
conducted  under  the  firm  name  of  Hill  & Martin, 
their  energy,  progressive  policies  and  fair  deal- 
ings having  enabled  them  to  build  up  a substan- 
tial and  profitable  produce  business. 

October  22,  1903,  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Hill  to  Miss  Catherine  Neville,  daughter  of 
David  and  Martha  Neville,  of  Cadiz,  and  the 
one  child  of  this  union  is  a daughter.  Martha  A. 

John  T.  Pittis,  one  of  the  prosperous  farm- 
ers of  Washington  Township,  is  a man  who  de- 
serves the  prosperity  which  has  attended  him, 
for  he  has  earned  it  Jn  a legitimate  way  through 
his  industry,  thrift  and  business  acumen.  He 
was  born  at  Deersville,  Ohio,  April  21,  1864,  a 
son  of  Henry  and  Rachel  (Birney)  Pittis,  and 


grandson  of  John  and  Mary  (Dore)  Pittis.  John 
Pittis  and  his  wife  were  both  born  in  England, 
and  came  to  the  United  States  with  their  large 
family,  settling  in  Franklin  Township,  Harrison 
County,  Ohio.  Their  children  were  as  follows: 
Edward,  Robert,  Thomas,  William,  who  died  in 
infancy,  William  II,  Henry.  Mary,  Anna,  Jane, 
Emma  and  Emeline,  both  of  whom  died  young, 
and  Julia.  John  Pittis  was  a farmer  and  be- 
came a large  landowner. 

Henry  Pittis  was  born  In  England,  and  came 
to  this  country  with  his  parents.  He  and  sev- 
eral of  his  brothers  remained  In  New  York  City 
for  a time,  and  there  he  learned  the  trade  of 
stencil  cutting.  Later  on  he  came  to  Deersville, 
Ohio,  and  after  coming  to  this  region  alternated 
working  at  his  trade  with  farming.  His  death 
occurred  in  1871.  but  his  widow,  who  was  a na- 
tive of  Washington  Township,  Harrison  County, 
Ohio,  and  his  second  wife,  survived  him  until 
1899.  Both  were  consistent  members  of  the 
Methodist  Church.  The  first  wife  of  Henry 
Pittis  was  Nancy  Simpson,  and  she  bore  her 
husband  three  children : Charles,  who  is  de- 

ceased, Emma  and  Clara.  By  his  second  mar- 
riage Henry  Pittis  had  two  children,  John  T. 
and  Mary.  The  maternal  grandparents  of  John 
T.  Pittis  were  John  and  Hannah  (McKee) 
Birney. 

Attending  the  local  schools  of  Deersville.  John 
T.  Pittis  grew  up  with  a knowledge  of  farming, 
and  as  soon  as  he  had  reached  his  majority  he 
began  farming  for  himself  in  Franklin  Town- 
ship. Harrison  County.  In  1901  he  moved  to 
his  present  farm  of  200  acres,  a portion  of  which 
is  in  Tuscarawas  County  and  the  remainder  in 
Washington  Township,  Harrison  County,  his 
residence  being  located  in  the  latter.  He  also 
owns  seventy-five  acres  of  land  in  another  piece 
that  is  in  Tuscarawas  County  and  seventy  acres 
in  Nottingham  Township,  Harrison  County.  One 
of  the  best  farmers  in  his  locality,  he  is  carrying 
on  a general  farming  and  stockraising  business 
and  his  methods  are  so  successful  that  many 
are  adopting  them  as  their  own. 

In  October.  1890,  John  T.  Pittis  was  married 
to  Ada  Lukens.  a daughter  of  William  and  Rosa 
(Clark)  Lukens.  and  they  became  the  parents 
of  the  following  children : Harry  L.,  of  Phoe- 

nix, Arizona,  died  September  8,  1920:  Henry  M., 
who  married  Fern  Baker,  lives  at  Uhrichsville, 
Ohio:  Mabel  R.,  Walter,  Dwi%ht  B.  and  Helen, 
all  of  whom  are  at  home.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Pittis 
are  very  active  in  the  local  Methodist  Church, 
in  which  they  are  highly  esteemed,  as  they  are 
in  other  circles,  for  they  are  fine  people  in  every 
way.  and  are  numbered  among  the  most  repre- 
sentative citizens  of  Harrison  County. 

Wallace  M.  Kirkpatriok  is  one  of  the  repre- 
sentative farmers  of  the  younger  generation  in 
Athens  Township  and  is  a scion  of  a family 
whose  name  has  been  closely  Identified  with  the 
history  of  Harrison  County  for  a full  century — 
that  is,  the  year  1921  will  mark  the  rounding 
of  the  one  hundred  years  since  James  gnd  Mary 
(Cochran)  Kirkpatrick  came  to  this  county  from 
Washington  County,  Pennsylvania.  The  hon- 
ored pioneer,  James  Kirkpatrick,  was  born  In 
Cecil  County,  Maryland,  June  14,  1770,  and  his 
wife  was  born  January  31,  1771.  In  1801  they

removed  from  Maryland  to  Washington  County, 
Pennsylvania,  where  they  remained  until  1821, 
when  they  came  to  Harrison  County,  Ohio.  Mr. 
Kirkpatrick  here  purchased  a tract  of  wild  land 
in  the  northwest  corner  of  the  present  Athens 
Township,  but  a few  years  later  he  removed 
with  his  family  to  Moorefleld  Township,  where 
he  purchased  the  southeast  quarter  of  section  6. 
Here  he  reclaimed  the  productive  farm  on  which 
he  continued  to  reside  until  his  death,  which 
occurred  May  16,  1840,  his  wife  having  passed 
away  July  25,  1836,  and  both  having  been  ac- 
tive members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  The 
names  and  dates  of  the  birth  of  their  children 
are  here  made  a matter  of  record : Hugh,  Sep- 
tember 21,  1705;  Robert,  April  29,  1797;  Eliza- 
beth, July  26,  1799;  William,  December  11, 
1801;  Mary,  March  4,  1804;  James,  January  10, 
1807;  and  John,  June  11,  1809.  These  dates 
show  that  all  of  the  children  were  born  prior 
to  the  family  immigration  to  Harrison  County, 
and  the  last  of  the  children  to  survive  was 
Mary,  who  passed  the  closing  period  of  her  life 
in  the  home  of  her  daughter,  Mrs.  Douglass,  in 
Moorefleld  Township. 

William  Kirkpatrick,  son  of  James  and  great- 
grandfather of  the  subject  of  this  review,  was 
born  in  Cecil  County,  Maryland,  and  was  reared 
to  maturity  in  Washington  County,  Pennsyl- 
vania. He  was  about  twenty  years  old  when  he 
accompanied  his  parents  to  Harrison  County, 
Ohio.  Here  on  the  25th  of  December,  1823,  he 
married  Sarah  Guthrie,  and  they  remained  in 
Athens  Township  until  1837,  when  he  purchased 
160  acres  of  land  in  section  36,  Moorefleld  Town- 
ship, where  he  remained  a prosperous  farmer 
until  his  death,  May  1,  1888  his  wife  having 
passed  away  January  14,  1885,  both  having  been 
leading  members  of  the  Nottingham  Presbyte- 
rian Church,  in  which  Mr.  Kirkpatrick  served 
forty  years  as  an  elder.  William  and  Sarah 
(Guthrie)  Kirkpatrick  became  the  parents  of 
eleven  children:  James,  Robert  G.,  Joseph  C., 

Hugh  (grandfather  of  Wallace  M.  of  this 
sketch),  Mary  J.,  Adeline,  Sarah,  Elizabeth, 
John,  Nancy  and  Margaret. 

Hugh  Kirkpatrick  was  born  and  reared  in 
Moorefleld  Township,  where  he  continued  his  suc- 
cessful activities  as  a farmer  until  the  early 
’90s,  when  he  removed  to  the  state  of  Iowa, 
where  he  passed  the  remainder  of  his  life.  He 
had  lived  on  a firrm  near  Freeport,  Ohio,  sev- 
eral years  prior  to  his  removal  to  Iowa.  The 
maiden  name  of  his  wife  was  Malinda  Moore, 
and  she  was  likewise  a native  of  Moorefleld 
Township.  She  is  still  living  and  hearty  at  the 
age  of  eighty-eight.  Both  she  and  her  husband 
were  zealous  members  of  the  Nottingham  Pres- 
byterian Church.  Their  children  were  eight  in 
number,  John,  William.  Madison,  Samuel,  Al- 
vin, Walter,  Belle  and  Anna. 

Madison  Kirkpatrick,  father  of  him  whose 
name  initiates  this  review,  passed  his  entire 
life  on  the  old  homestead  farm  in  Moorefleld 
Township,  and  there  he  died  in  1904,  at  the  age 
of  forty-nine  years.  He  was  an  active  member 
of  the  Nottingham  Presbyterian  Church.  As  a 
young  man  he  married  Miss  Louisa  Dunn,  who 
was  born  in  Flushing  Township,  Belmont  County, 
Ohio,  a daughter  of  Monroe  and  Jane  (Bethel) 
Dunn.  Monroe  Dunn  is  still  hale  and  hearty  at 


the  age  of  eighty-eight.  Of  this  union  were 
born  three  children,  Ross,  Wallace  M.  and  Ella 
May,  all  of  whom  are  living,  the  only  daughter 
being  now  the  wife  of  Howard  McFadden.  Mrs. 
Kirkpatrick  Anally  contracted  a second  mar- 
riage, she  being  now  the  wife  of  Robert  E.  Hol- 
liday, and  they  reside  in  the  village  of  New 
Athens,  Harrison  County,  where  they  hold  mem- 
bership in  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

Wallace  M.  Kirkpatrick  gained  his  prelimi- 
nary education  in  the  public  schools  of  his  na- 
tive township  and  supplemented  this  by  one 
year’s  attendance  in  Franklin  College.  In  in- 
itiating his  independent  career  as  a farmer  he 
assumed  charge  of  his  father’s  home  farm  in 
Moorefleld  Township,  and  there  he  remained  un- 
til 1916,  when  he  purchased  his  present  fine 
farm  of  fifty-seven  acres  in  Athens  Township, 
where  he  has  made  numerous  improvements  of 
modern  order,  including  the  erection  of  his  at- 
tractive residence.  He  and  his  wife  removed 
to  this  farm  in  1917,  and  their  pleasant  home 
is  known  for  its  gracious  hospitality  and  good 
cheer.  Mr.  Kirkpatrick  gives  his  attention  to 
diversified  agriculture  and  stock-raising,  and 
makes  a specialty  of  raising  pure-blood  swine. 
He  is  loyal  and  progressive  as  a citizen,  is  a 
democrat  in  politics  and  he  and  his  wife  are 
members  of  the  Nottingham  Presbyterian 
Church,  in  which  he  is  serving  as  an  elder. 

In  1909  was  solemnized  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Kirkpatrick  to  Miss  Amanda  Dunlap,  daughter 
of  Addison  and  Maria  (Brokaw)  Dunlap,  of 
Harrison  County,  where  the  Dunlap  family  like- 
wise was  founded  in  the  pioneer  days.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Kirkpatrick  became  the  'parents  of  four 
children,  of  whom  the  first  two,  Edith  and  Ross, 
are  living.  Alma,  died  March  10,  1919.  Edith 
was  born  September  20, 1910;  Ross  was  born  Oc- 
tober 6,  1913;  Alma  was  born  March  13,  1916; 
and  Wilma  was  born  May  5,  1920. 

John  H.  Seebirt  resides  upon  the  fine  old 
homestead  farm  which  was  the  place  of  his  birth 
and  on  which  his  father  likewise  was  born.  This 
property  lies  partly  in  Short  Creek  Township, 
Harrison  County,  and  partly  in  Wheeling  Town- 
ship, Belmont  Count v.  the  farm  house  being 
situated  in  the  latter  township.  This  land  is  a 
portion  of  the  tract  here  secured  from  the  gov- 
ernment in  the  early  pioneer  days  by  Adam  See- 
birt,  grandfather  of  him  whose  name  introduces 
this  paragraph.  Adam  Seebirt  was  one  of  the 
constructive  forces  in  connection  with  the  pio- 
neer development  of  this  section  of  the  state 
and  continued  to  reside  in  Wheeling  Township, 
Belmont  County,  until  his  death.  He  reclaimed 
also  a goodly  portion  of  the  land  which  he  se- 
cured in  Short  Creek  Township,  Harrison 
County.  His  two  children  were  Sarah  and  Eli. 

Eli  Seebirt,  as  above  noted,  was  born  on  the 
farm  now  occupied  by  his  son  John  H.,  and 
here  he  continued  his  association  with  agricul- 
tural and  live-stock  industry  from  his  youth 
until  his  death,  which  occurred  on  the  9th  of 
January,  1899.  His  wife  died  in  October,  1875, 
both  having  been  representative  members  of  the 
Wheeling  Valley  Presbyterian  Church.  They 
became  the  parents  of  three  children,  Cyrus,  who 
died  at  the  age  of  eighteen  years;  Susannah, 
who  became  the  wife  of  James  C.  Dysart,  and 
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whose  death  occurred  June  18,  1918;  and  John 
H.,  who  Is  the  immediate  subject  of  this  sketch. 

John  H.  Seebirt  was  born  on  the  24th  of 
February,  1862,  and  his  early  education  was 
acquired  in  the  district  schools  of  Wheeling 
Township,  Belmont  County,  where  he  has  re- 
mained continuously  on  the  old  home  farm. 
Here  he  owns  a well  improved  place  of  100 
acres,  forty-three  acres  of  the  tract  being  in 
Short  Creep  Township,  Harrison  County,  and 
the  remainder  in  Wheeling  Township,  Belmont 
County.  He  has  been  one  of  the  enterprising 
and  successful  exponents  of  farm  industry  in 
this  section  of  the  state  and  is  a citizen  who 
has  a secure  place  in  popular  confidence  and  es- 
teem. He  is  a republican  in  politics  and  he 
and  his  wife  hold  membership  in  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church  at  Harrisville,  as  did  also 
his  first  wife.  As  a young  man  Mr.  Seebirt 
wedded  Miss  Ardella  McCleary,  daughter  of 
Ephraim  and  Mary  A.  (Gillespie)  McCleary. 
Their  marriage  was  solemnized  April  4,  1844, 
and  they  became  the  parents  of  eight  children. 
Ephraim  McCleary  was  bom  in  the  state  of 
Maryland  October  19,  1810,  and  in  his  youth  he 
learned  the  trade  of  blacksmith.  For  many 
years  he  plied  his  sturdy  trade  at  Harrisville, 
Harrison  County,  Ohio,  where  he  remained  until 
the  spring  of  1860,  when  he  removed  to  a farm 
near  that  village.  On  this  homestead  his  death 
occurred  April  28,  1874,  and  his  widow  passed 
away  May  19,  1886.  Mrs.  Seebirt  was  summoned 
to  the  life  eternal  on  the  25th  of  November, 
1879,  and  Is  survived  by  two  children:  Eli  F. 

is  an  attorney  at  law  and  of  late  years  is  Com- 
mon Pleas  Judge  of  the  courts  of  St.  Joseph 
County,  Indiana,  also  extensively  engaged  in 
the  lot  addition  business  in  South  Bend  and 
Elkhart,  Indiana.  He  married  Elizabeth  Gunn, 
and  they  have  two  children,  Elizabeth  and  Rose- 
mond.  Dora  is  the  wife  of  Reed  Hawthorne,  for- 
merly of  Harrison  County,  but  now  is  living  on 
a farm  in  Saint  Joseph  County,  Indiana.  They 
have  three  children,  Floyd,  Kenneth  and  Gladys. 
Floyd  Hawthorne  and  his  wife  have  one  child, 
John  Albert,  whose  arrival  gave  to  John  H. 
Seebirt  the  distinction  of  becoming  a great- 
grandfather. On  September  27,  1877,  was  sol- 
emnized the  marriage  of  Eli  Seebirt  to  Mrs. 
Sarah  B.  (Barto)  Smith,  daughter  of  Judge 
Barto,  of  Belmont  County. 

On  September  12,  1884,  was  solemnized  the 
marriage  of  John  H.  Seebirt  to  Mary  M.  Tay- 
lor, and  on  August  25,  1885,  Mrs.  Seebirt  was 
summoned  to  the  life  eternal. 

On  the  18th  of  October,  1892,  John  H.  Seebirt 
was  married  to  Miss  Ruth  Lemmon,  daughter 
of  Griffith  and  Rebecca  Elizabeth  (Pogue)  Lem- 
mon, concerning  whom  adequate  mention  is 
made  on  other  pages,  in  the  memoir  dedicated 
to  the  honored  father.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Seebirt 
have  one  child,  Craig  L.,  who  had  the  distinc- 
tion of  representing  his  native  state  as  one  of 
the  nation’s  soldiers  in  France  in  the  late  World 
war.  Craig  L.  Seebirt  entered  service  at  Camp 
Sherman  on  the  23d  of  July,  1918,  and  was  as- 
signed to  Company  D,  Three  Hundred  and 
Thirty-Third  Infantry,  Eighty-Fourth  Division. 
In  September,  1918,  he  sailed  with  his  command 
for  France,  where  he  was  assigned  to  Company 
H,  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-Eighth  Infantry, 


that  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  His 
American  Expeditionary  Forces,  lwith  which 
command  he  was  in  active  service  on  the  Verdun 
front  for  thirty-two  days,  during  which  he  ex- 
perienced the  full  tension  of  the  great  conflict. 
He  was  in  service  at  the  time  of  the  signing 
of  the  armistice  and  arrived  in  his  native  land 
April  29,  1919,  his  honorable  discharge  having 
been  received  on  the  16th  of  the  following 
month,  after  which  he  was  overjoyed  to  resume 
once  more  the  peaceful  and  gracious  associations 
of  the  parental  home.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Seebirt  have 
just  reason  to  take  pride  in  the  splendid  record 
made  by  their  son  as  one  of  the  gallant  young 
Americans  who  played  well  their  part  in  con- 
nection with  the  greatest  war  in  the  annals  of 
civilization.  On  November  24,  1920,  was  solemn- 
ized the  marriage  of  Craig  L.  Seebirt  to  Leona 
Maneta  Gillogly,  daughter  of  James  and  Dora 
(Smith)  Gillogly,  of  Harrison  County. 

William  M.  Shepherd  was  bom  and  reared 
in  Carroll  County,  is  a representative  of  one  of 
the  old  and  honored  pioneer  families  of  this  sec- 
tion of  the  Buckeye  State  and  has  for  many 
years  been  actively  identified  with  mercantile 
and  banking  enterprises  in  the  city  of  Carroll- 
ton, where  he  now  owns  and  conducts  one  of 
the  leading  general  stores  of  the  city.  He  was 
bora  in  Center  Township,  this  county,  March  21, 
1861,  and  is  a son  of  James  and  Sarah  (Mills) 
Shepherd,  both  likewise  natives  of  Carroll 
County,  where  the  former  was  bora  In  1818  and 
the  latter  in  1826.  William  Shepherd,  grand- 
father of  him  whose  name  introduces  this  para- 
graph, was  born  in  Ireland,  of  Scotch  lineage, 
and  in  his  native  land  he  married  Miss  Eliza- 
beth Fee.  In  1810  they  became  numbered  among 
the  pioneer  settlers  in  Carroll  County,  Ohio, 
where  they  established  their  home  In  the  midst 
of  the  forest  wilds  of  Center  Township.  There 
Mr.  Shepherd  reclaimed  a productive  pioneer 
farm  and  there  he  continued  to  reside  until  his 
death,  in  1860.  his  widow  passing  away  in  1875, 
and  having  been  a devout  member  of  the  Meth- 
odist Episcopal  Church.  They  were  members  of 
sterling  Scotch-Irish  famMles  of  County  Cavan, 
Ireland,  and  a number  of  their  kinsfolk  likewise 
became  pioneers  of  northeastern  Ohio.  William 
and  Sarah  (Clear)  Mills  were  the  material 
grandparents  of  the  subject  of  this  review,  Mr. 
Mills  having  been  born  in  Bucks  County,  Penn- 
sylvania, and  his  wife  in  Jefferson  County,  Ohio. 
He  was  a soldier  in  the  War  of  1812,  and  upon 
coming  to  Ohio  he  finally  settled  In  Jefferson 
County,  where  his  marriage  was  solemnized. 
About  the  year  1824  he  established  his  resi- 
dence in  Center  Township,  Carroll  County,  and 
in  1860  removed  to  Rose  Townbhip,  where  he 
died  in  1863,  his  first  wife  having  died  a num- 
ber of  years  previously  and  his  second  wife 
likewise  having  died  in  Carroll  County. 

James  Shepherd  was  reared  on  the  old  home- 
stead farm  and  acquired  his  early  education  In 
the  pioneer  schools  of  Carroll  County.  He  here 
continued  his  active  and  successful  association 
with  farm  industry  during  the  major  part  of 
his  long  and  useful  life,  and  his  land  holdings 
included  his  father’s  old  homestead  of  160  acres 
in  Center  Township.  He  was  a republican  In 
political  adherency  and  his  religious  faith  was 
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first  wife  died  in  1863,  and  was  survived  by  five 
children,  Mary  Ellen,  Elizabeth  Nancy,  Char- 
lotte, Salina  C.  and  William  M.  For  his  sec- 
ond wife  James  Shepherd  married  Mrs.  Eliza 
Jane  Hill,  and  they  became  the  parents  of  three 
children,  Emma  Alice,  Margaret  Gertrude  and 
La vina  Jane. 

William  M.  Shepherd  was  reared  to  the  in- 
vigorating discipline  of  the  home  farm,  and 
after  completing  the  curriculum  of  the  district 
schools  he  took  a course  in  the  high  school  at 
Carrollton.  At  the  age  of  seventeen  years  he 
engaged  in  teaching  in  the  district  schools  of 
his  native  county,  and  his  pedagogic  service 
continued  for  five  terms.  He  then  became  a 
clerk  in  the  mercantile  establishment  of  Will- 
iam H.  Tripp  at  Carrollton,  and  later  became 
similarly  engaged  in  the  general  store  of  Judge 
Junius  C.  Ferrall,  of  whom  individual  mention 
is  made  on  other  pages  of  this  volume.  When 
Judge  Ferrall  was  elected  judge  of  the  Probate 
Court  of  Carroll  County  Mr.  Shepherd  became 
manager  of  the  store,  in  which  he  purchased  a 
half  Interest.  For  several  years  thereafter  the 
business  was  conducted  under  the  firm  name  of 
Ferrall  & Shepherd,  and  the  junior  partner  then 
purchased  the  interest  of  Judge  Ferrall  and  as- 
sumed full  control  of  the  well-established  and 
prosperous  business,  which  he  has  since  contin- 
ued with  unqualified  success  as  one  of  the  lead- 
ing mercantile  enterprises  of  Carroll  County. 
In  1901  he  purchased  the  building  in  which  his 
store  is  located,  this  substantial  structure  hav- 
ing been  erected  in  1841  and  being  one  of  the 
landmarks  of  Carrollton.  He  has  remodeled 
the  building  and  his  store  is  now  modern  in 
equipment,  appointments  and  facilities,  with  a 
comprehensive  and  select  stock  of  goods  in  the 
various  departments.  The  store  has  a frontage 
of  forty-seven  and  one-half  feet  and  a depth  of 
ninety-three  feet.  Fair  and  honorable  dealings, 
and  efficient  service,  as  combined  with  the  per- 
sonal popularity  of  the  owner,  have  gained  to 
this  mercantile  establishment  a large  and  appre- 
ciative supporting  patronage.  In  1920  Mr.  Shep- 
herd was  one  of  the  organizers  and  the  first 
president  of  the  First  National  Bank  of  Car- 
rollton. 

Essentially  a business  man,  he  has  had  no 
desire  to  enter  the  arena  of  practical  politics, 
but  gives  loyal  support  to  the  cause  of  the  re- 
publican party  and  takes  deep  interest  in  all 
things  touching  the  welfare  and  advancement  of 
his  home  city  and  county.  Both  he  and  his 
wife  are  earnest  members  of  the  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church,  with  which  he  united  when  he  was 
sixteen  years  of  age. 

June  20.  1889.  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Shepherd  to  Mtss  Mary  E.  Whitecroft,  who  like- 
wise was  born  and  reared  in  Carroll  County, 
she  being  a daughter  of  Henry  Whitecroft,  a 
sketch  of  whose  career  appears  elsewhere  In 
this  publication.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Shepherd  have 
two  children,  Leland  Henry  and  Lois  Gertrude. 
Leland  H.  Shepherd  was  born  June  19,  1890,  and 
after  his  graduation  in  the  Carrollton  High 
School  he  entered  the  Ohio  Wesleyan  University 
in  the  city  of  Delaware,  in  which  institution  he 
was  graduated.  At  the  time  of  the  nation’s 
becoming  involved  in  the  great  World  war  he 
enlisted  in  the  aviation  service  of  the  Naval 


Reserve  Corps,  and  he  was  receiving  technical 
training  at  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology at  the  time  when  the  war  came  to  a 
close.  He  is  now  a salesman  for  the  Goodrich 
Rubber  Company  of  Akron,  Ohio,  witji  headquar- 
ters in  the  city  of  Boston,  Massachusetts.  The 
maiden  name  of  his  wife  was  lone  Deggs.  Miss 
Lois  G.  Shepherd,  who  was  born  in  1894,  is  a 
graduate  of  the  Ohio  Wesleyan  University  and 
is,  in  1920,  a teacher  of  Latin  in  the  public 
schools  of  Ashland,  Ohio. 

Oliver  Brough.  Noteworthy  for  his  good 
citizenship  and  many  excellent  traits  of  charac- 
ter, Oliver  Brough  has  helped  to  establish  Har- 
rison county’s  reputation  as  a fine  agricultural 
region,  his  farm  in  Stock  Township  being  under 
a good  state,  of  cultivation  and  well  improved. 
He  was  born  October  18,  1851,  in  Ligonier  Val- 
ley, Westmoreland  County,  Pennsylvania,  on  the 
same  farm  that  his  father,  John  Brough,  first 
drew  the  breath  of  life.  His  paternal  grand- 
father, Jacob  Brough,  a native  of  Germany, 
immigrated  to  the  United  States  in  early  man- 
hood, locating  In  Pennsylvania.  Soon  after  his 
marriage  he  bought  a tract  of  land  in  Ligonier 
Valley,  Westmoreland  County,  and  on  the  farm 
which  he  improved  all  of  his  children  were  born, 
their  names  having  been  John,  George,  Esther, 
Sally,  Sarah,  Elizabeth  and  Susan. 

Brought  up  on  the  parental  homestead  in  Ligo- 
nier Valley,  John  Brough  selected  farming  as  his 
life  work.  Wishing  to  better  his  financial  con- 
ditions, he  went  westward  in  the  early  ’50s,  and 
for  five  years  lived  in  Lucas  County,  Iowa.  Not 
meeting  with  the  anticipated  success  in  that  lo- 
cality, he  returned  as  far  east  as  Ohio  in  1857, 
and  having  bought  land  In  Cadiz  Township, 
Harrison  County,  there  continued  his  farming 
operations  during  the  remainder  of  his  life. 

John  Brough  married  Sarah  Dennison,  who 
was  born  in  Westmoreland  County,  Pennsyl- 
vania. a daughter  of  Thomas  and  Sarah  Denni- 
son, who  were  the  parents  of  two  other  chil- 
dren, James  and  Margaret.  Thomas  Dennison 
was  born  and  bred  in  Ireland.  Coming  to  Amer- 
ica, he  settled  in  Ligonier  Valley.  Pennsylvania, 
where  he  followed  the  weaver’s  trade  until  his 
death.  Children  were  born  into  the  home  of 
John  and  Sarah  (Dennison)  Brough  as  follows: 
Amos:  Elizabeth,  who  married  Samuel  Mc- 
Combs; Maria;  Jacob,  a veteran  of  the  Civil 
war,  died  while  in  service  at  Hilton  Head,  South 
Carolina;  Thomas,  of  Scio,  Ohio;  Oliver,  the 
subject  of  this  sketch ; and  John.  Both  parents 
were  worthy  members  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church. 

Acquiring  his  early  knowledge  of  books  in  the 
district  schools  in  Cadiz  Township,  Oliver  Brough 
became  familiar  with  the  rudiments  of  agricul- 
ture while  assisting  his  father  on  the  home 
farm.  The  work  proving  congenial  to  his  tastes, 
he  continued  his  agricultural  labors,  and  soon 
after  his  marriage  assumed  possession  of  the 
farm  which  he  has  since  occupied.  It  is  advan- 
tageously located  in  Stock  Township,  and  was 
formerly  owned  by  his  wife’s  father  and  grand- 
father. It  contains  175  acres  of  good  land,  and 
in  addition  to  carrying  on  general  farming  with 
satisfactory  results  Mr.  Brough  is  greatly  inter- 
ested in  the  breeding  of  high  graded  stock,  mak- 
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ing  a specialty  of  raising  pure  bred  Short  horn 
cattle  and  Delane  sheep,  a branch  of  industry 
which  he  has  found  quite  remunerative. 

Mr.  Brough  married  September  25,  1879,  Ra- 
chel McKinney,  who  was  born  in  Scio,  Ohio,  a 
daughter  of  George  McKinney,  Jr.,  and  grand- 
daughter of  George  and  Mary  (Campbell)  Mc- 
Kinney, who  came  from  Washington  County, 
Pennsylvania,  to  Ohio  in  pioneer  days,  settling 
in  Stock  Township,  Harrison  County,  on  the 
farm  now  owned  and  occupied  by  Mr.  Brough. 
Born  in  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania,  in 
1806,  George  McKinney  was  a lad  of  eight  years 
when  in  1814  he  came  with  his  parents  to  Stock 
Township,  where  he  grew  to  man’s  estate.  Sub- 
sequently learning  the  blacksmith’s  trade,  he 
followed  it  in  Scio.  Ohio,  a few  years,  and  then 
returned  to  Stock  Township,  where  he  spent  the 
remainder  of  his  life  as  a farmer,  owning  and 
managing  the  farm  which  he  had  assisted  his 
father  in  clearing  from  its  pristine  wildness. 
He  married  Elizabeth  Conaway,  a native  of 
Stock  Township,  and  they  became  the  parents  of 
five  children,  Martha;  Mary;  Eliza  Jane;  Ra- 
chel. wife  of  Mr.  Brough:  and  Nannie.  Both 
George  McKinney,  Jr.,  and  his  wife  were  active 
members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Brough  have  two  children,  Mary, 
wife  of  Homer  F.  Moyer,  a well-to-do  farmer  of 
Stock  Township;  and  Clarence  L.,  who  has  the 
management  of  the  home  farm.  A man  of  in- 
fluence, Mr.  Brough  served  for  four  years  'as  a 
trustee  of  Stock  Township.  Religiously  both 
he  and  his  wife  are  faithful  members  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church. 

Marion  W.  Spiker.  The  Spiker  family  has 
long  Identified  with  the  history  of  Harrison 
county.  Marion  W.  Spiker,  a Cadiz  Township 
farmer,  was  born  July  24,  1848,  in  Stock  Town- 
ship. He  is  a son  of  William  Spiker,  whose 
time  of  life  was  from  1821  to  1853.  His  wife 
was  Elizabeth  Finical,  born  in  1817  in  Wash- 
ington County,  Pennsylvania.  M.  W.  Spiker  is 
In  the  third  generation  of  Spikers  in  Harrison 
County,  his  grandfather,  Isaac  Spiker,  having 
been  a pioneer  farmer  in  Stock  Township.  He 
lived  and  died  there.  The  children  in  the  pio- 
neer Spiker  household  were:  William,  Isaac, 
John.  Mary,  Catharine,  Sarah  and  Christina. 

M.  W.  Spiker,  of  Cadiz,  is  a son  of  William, 
the  oldest  son  In  the  second  generation  of  the 
house  of  Spiker  in  Harrison  County.  As  a 
young  man  William  Spiker  attended  the  public 
school,  and  he  became  a Stock  Township  farmer, 
dying  in  1853  in  that  township.  His  children 
are : Sarah  Ann,  wife  of  Jeptha  Barger;  Emma, 
wife  of  William  A.  Berney ; Marion  W. ; Virginia, 
wife  of  J.  L.  Humphreys;  John  Wesley,  deceased. 
The  mother  died  In  1887.  As  in  the  pioneer 
Spiker  family,  they  were  all  Methodists. 

Marion  W.  Spiker  as  a boy  went  to  the  district 
school  in  Stock  Township,  and  he  began  farm- 
ing there,  but  in  1887  removed  to  the  farm  in 
Cadiz  township,  one-fourth  mile  north  of  Cadiz, 
on  the  Cadiz  and  Steubenville  road,  where  he 
owns  sixty  acres.  Mr.  Spiker  made  the  improve- 
ments there  himself. 

On  September  21,  1870,  Mr.  Spiker  married 
Martha  Humphreys,  born  March  9,  1861,  a 
daughter  of  William  and  Jane  (Law)  Humph- 


reys. Their  children  are:  William  Clair,  a 
graduate  of  Cadiz  High  School,  Scio  Business 
College  and  Cornell  University  in  the  class  of 
1900,  in  the  department  of  civil  engineering.  He 
is  employed  as  a civil  engineer  at  Atlanta, 
Georgia.  During  the  ship  building  rush  in  the 
World  war  he  left  his  work  and  entered  the 
Government  service  as  an  engineer  in  connec- 
tion with  ship  construction.  He  was  chief  de- 
signer in  the  concrete  department,  and  was  in 
the  ship  yards  in  Philadelphia.  He  married 
Blanche  Potter,  of  Beaver  Falls,  Pennsylvania. 
Their  children  are:  Pierpont  P..  W.  Sterling 
and  Deryk  P.  Spiker. 

Minnie  Jane  Spiker  was  born  in  1875  and 
died  in  1903.  She ’'was  a graduate  of  Cadiz  High 
School  and  of  Scio  College.  She  also  graduated 
from  the  Buckingham  School  of  Canton.  She 
was  in  the  Cleveland  School  of  Art  at  the  time 
of  her  death.  She  had  been  there  two  years 
and  expected  to  graduate,  being  an  artist  of 
much  natural  ability.  She  died  August  17, 
1903,  in  Cleveland.  The  family  are  members 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in  Cadiz. 

Mrs.  Grace  C.  (Cameron)  Ebersole.  In 
nearly  every  city  and  large  town  of  Ohio,  as 
well  as  of  other  states,  it  is  safe  to  say  that 
at  the  present  time  women  are  to  be  found 
actively  and  earnestly  employed  in  professional 
work,  business  circles  or  in  the  various  lines 
of  industry,  and  are  making  good  in  whatever 
position  they  are  filling.  Prominent  among  the 
number  thus  engaged  is  Mrs.  Grace  C.  (Cam- 
eron) Ebersole,  a woman  of  conspicuous  ability, 
indomitable  energy  and  persistency,  who  is 
meeting  with  unquestioned  success  as  a mer- 
chant. having  a large  and  rapidly  increasing 
trade  in  her  home  city.  Carrollton.  A daughter 
of  the  late  Samuel  J.  Cameron,  she  was  born  in 
Carrollton,  Ohio,  March  19,  1876,  of  honored 
Scotch- Irish  ancestry. 

James  Cameron,  the  immigrant  ancestor,  a 
native  of  the  north  of  Ireland,  immigrated  to 
America  prior  to  the  Revolutionary  war,  settling 
in  Virginia.  Entering  land,  he  cleared  and  im- 
proved a homestead,  on  which  he  and  his  wife 
9pent  the  remainder  of  their  days.  He  married 
in  Ireland  Jane  Sharp,  and  they  became  the 
parents  of  nine  children,  William,  John,  James, 
Joseph,  Alexander,  Samuel,  David,  Thomas  and 
Margaret. 

Thomas  Cameron,  the  next  in  line  of  descent, 
was  the  ancestor  of  the  Ohio  family  of  Cam- 
erons, the  lineage  having  been  continued 
through  his  son  James.  Thomas,  who  attained 
the  age  of  ninety-two  years,  married  Jane  W. 
Maxwell,  a daughter  of  William  Maxwell,  and 
continued  his  residence  in  Virginia.  To  him 
and  his  wife,  who  died  in  1857,  at  the  age  of 
three  score  and  ten  years,  ten  children  were 
born,  James,  Sarah,  William,  John,  Joseph, 
Jane,  Thomas,  Elizabeth,  Mary  and  Samuel. 
Their  son  James  was  born  May  30,  1799,  was 
the  first  member  of  the  Cameron  family  to 
locate  in  Carroll  County,  Ohio.  Coming  here 
with  his  wife,  he  bought  land  in  Washington 
Township,  and  was  there  engaged  in  tilling  the 
soil  until  1840,  when,  having  been  elected  on 
the  democratic  ticket  treasurer  of  Carroll 
County,  he  moved  to  Carrollton,  where  he  was 
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subsequently  engaged  In  business  as  a merchant 
until  his  death. 

Thomas  Cameron,  the  seventh  child  of  Thomas 
and  Jane  (Maxwell)  Cameron,  was  born  on 
the  Virginia  plantation  February  19,  1812.  Com- 
ing to  Carroll  County  as  a young  man,  he 
remained  through  one  summer,  and  then  re- 
turned to  his  native  state.  Soon  after  his 
marriage,  In  March,  1837,  to  Mary  Jane  Moore- 
head,  he  came  again  to  Ohio  and  took  up  land 
in  Washington  Township,  and  on  the  farm 
which  he  improved  lived  and  labored  until  1863. 
Removing  then  to  Carrollton,  he  lived  retired 
from  active  pursuits  until  his  death.  Alexander 
Moorehead,  the  father  of  Mary  Jane  Moore- 
head  was  a life-long  resident  of  Virginia,  and 
was  of  Irish  extraction.  He  married  Nancy  Gib- 
son, a daughter  of  James  Gibson,  who  was  cap- 
tain during  the  Revolutionary  war  of  a company 
of  English  troops.  His  sympathies  were  entirely 
with  the  colonists,  and  after  the  battle  of 
Bunker  Hill  he  refused  to  call  out  his  company, 
saying  “I  will  never  rejoice  over  the  shedding 
of  human  blood.”  He  was  tried,  found  guilty, 
and  ordered  to  be  executed.  Escaping,  he  found 
protection  in  the  hold  of  a vessel,  where  he 
laid  for  ten  days  before  securing  passage  for 
America,  where  he  was  subsequently  joined  by 
his  wife  and  children. 

The  union  of  Thomas  and  Mary  Jane  (Moore- 
head)  Cameron  was  blessed  by  the  birth  of 
nine  children  as  follows:  Alexander  M.,  who 
during  the  Civil  war  enlisted  in  Company  A, 
Thirty-Second  Ohio  Volunteer  [Infantry,  was 
killed  at  Harpers  Ferry  September  15,  1862; 
Eliza  L. ; Samuel  J.,  father  of  Mrs.  Ebersole; 
Nancy  M. ; James  T. ; Cyrus  B. ; Ezra  B. ; and 
Robert  M.  The  father,  a republican  in  politics, 
served  for  fourteen  years  as  clerk  of  Washing- 
ton Township,  and  both  he  and  his  wife  were 
worthy  members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

Samuel  J.  Cameron  was  bora  in  Washington 
Township,  Carroll  County,  Ohio,  July  2,  1847, 
and  in  1863  came  with  his  parents  to  Carroll- 
ton. Leaving  school  the  following  year,  he 
entered  the  office  of  the  “Free  Press”  as  print- 
er’s devil  on  April  4.  1864,  serving  under  McCoy 
& Teter.  Subsequently  going  to  Columbus,  he 
worked  on  a morning  paper  in  that  city  for  a 
year,  and  then  returned  to  Carrollton  to  become 
foreman  of  the  “Free  Press”.  Buying  McCoy’s 
interest  in  the  paper  on  July  1,  1869,  he  was 
junior  member  of  the  firm  of  Teter  & Cameron 
for  three  and  one-half  years,  when  he  bought 
Mr.  Teter’s  interest,  which  on  the  very  next 
day  he  sold  to  John  H.  Tripp,  with  whom  he 
remained  in  partnership  for  eight  years. 

Going  east  in  1881,  Mr.  Cameron  purchased 
the  outfit  for  the  “Carroll  Republican,”  and  on 
April  21  of  that  year  issued  the  first  number  of 
that  paper,  sending  out  2,400  sample  copies,  and 
in  six  weeks*  time  he  had  1,000  names  on  his 
subscription  list.  He  succeeded  well  as  a jour- 
nalist, and  continued  his  residence  in  Carroll- 
ton until  his  death.  January  24,  1894. 

Samuel  J.  Cameron  married  January  21,  1873, 
Sarah  E.  Crumrine,  who  was  born  in  Carroll- 
ton, where  she  is  now  residing,  in  1852,  being  a 
daughter  of  Isaac  Crumrine.  Three  children 
were  bora  into  the  home  thus  established, 
namely:  Charles  C.,  bora  March  3,  1875;  Grace 


C„  the  subject  of  this  sketch ; and  Isaac  Thomas, 
bora  May  5,  1885.  A stanch  republican  in  his 
political  affiliations,  Mr.  Cameron  served  for  two 
terms  in  the  City  Council. 

Isaac  Crumrine  was  born  in  Carroll  County, 
Maryland,  in  1823,  and  as  a boy  came  with  his 
parents  to  Carroll  County,  Ohio,  in  early  pio- 
neer days.  His  father  spent  his  last  years  in 
western  Ohio,  but  his  mother  died  on  the  home 
farm  in  Carroll  County,  Ohio,  her  death  occur- 
ring before  his.  They  reared  the  following 
named  children.  Henry,  George,  Peter,  William, 
Martin,  John,  Eliza,  David,  Isaac  and  Sarah. 
Leaving  the  parental  homestead  at  the  age  of 
eighteen  years,  Isaac  Crumrine  went  to  Canton, 
Ohio,  where  he  served  an  apprenticeship  at  the 
blacksmith’s  trade,  which  he  followed  a num- 
ber of  seasons.  Returning  to  Carrollton,  he 
opened  in  a brick  building  standing  just  west 
of  the  Stemple  House  the  first  hardware  es- 
tablishment in  the  place.  Selling  out  at  the 
close  of  the  Civil  war,  he  opened  another  store 
where  the  late  George  J.  Butler  was  for  many 
years  engaged  in  mercantile  business,  and  later 
established  the  store  which  was  subsequently 
managed  by  his  son  George.  Mr.  Crumrine  had 
also  other  interests,  having  been  proprietor  of 
an  elevator  and  warehouse  from  1878  until  1887. 
His  death,  which  occurred  September  11,  1887, 
was  a loss  to  the  community,  and  was  deeply 
regretted  by  a host  of  friends  and  associates. 

Isaac  Crumrine  married  Susanna  Aller,  and 
they  became  the  parents  of  seven  children,  as 
follows : Two  who  died  in  infancy : Mary,  who 
married  George  H.  Swift;  Sarah  E.,  who  mar- 
ried Samuel  J.  Cameron;  Anna,  who  became 
the  wife  of  H.  A.  Kennedy ; George  D. ; and 
Charles.  Mr.  Crumrine  was  a democrat  in  poli- 
tics, and  a member  of  the  Lutheran  Church. 

Grace  C.  Cameron  was  bred  and  educated  in 
Carrollton,  and  after  her  graduation  from  the 
Carrollton  High  School  in  1893,  she  taught 
school  for  five  years  In  Canton,  Ohio.  On  April 
25,  1900,  she  was  united  in  marriage  with  John 
A 1 vernon  Ebersole,  who  was  born  in  Carroll 
County.  Ohio,  May  10,  1869,  and  died  April  19, 
1904.  He  was  a grandson  of  Judge  John  Eber- 
sole, a pioneer  of  Carroll  County,  and  one  of  its 
most  highly  respected  citizens.  A man  of  su- 
perior ability  and  talent,  John  A.  Ebersole  ac- 
quired an  enviable  reputation  as  a consulting 
engineer,  and  spent  two  years  in  Denver,  Colo- 
rado. as  superintendent  of  electrical  construction 
of  the  five  sugar  plants  being  built  by  J.  F. 
Kilby  of  Cleveland,  the  plants  being  located  in 
Colorado  at  Loveland,  Fort  Collins.  Greeley, 
Eaton  and  Windsor,  and  he  held  the  position 
through  the  years  of  1902  and  1903.  and  until 
his  death  in  1904.  He  was  a member  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  to  which  Mrs.  Ebersole 
also  belongs.  Two  children  were  born  of  their 
union,  Margaret  Grace,  who  died  in  1903.  aged 
two  years:  and  Dorothy,  at  home.  Mrs.  Eber- 
sole is  a member  of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern 
Star. 

A woman  of  energy  and  enterprise,  possessing 
excellent  executive  ability,  Mrs.  Ebersole  em- 
barked in  business  on  her  own  account  in  1906, 
opening  a dry  goods  store  on  the  Public  Square. 
Succeeding  from  the  start,  she  has  built  up  a 
highly  remunerative  trade,  and  on  October  4, 
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1920,  assumed  possession  of  her  own  building, 
adjoining  the  building  occupied  by  the  Cum- 
mings Trust  Company,  which  is  advantageously 
located  on  the  Public  Square. 

During  the  World  war  Mrs.  Ebersole,  in  1917 
organized  the  Red  Cross  of  Carroll  County, 
and  in  its  Interests  she  called  on  all  parts  of 
the  county  personally  and  in  the  membership 
drive  in  1918  was  county  chairman  of  the  Red 
Cross  organization.  In  1919  and  1920  she  se- 
cured the  rest  room  in  the  Court  House  which 
was  furnished  by  the  Red  Cross  organization. 

William  P.  Hanna.  While  he  is  in  the  third 
generation  from  an  Irish  immigrant,  William  P. 
Hanna,  of  Cadiz,  and  his  father  before  him  are 
natives  of  Harrison  County.  He  was  born  in 
Green  Township,  October  81,  1849,  and  his  fa- 
ther, John  M.  Hanna,  was  bom  in  the  same 
locality  June  16,  1814,  and  died  there  the  day 
he  was  sixty-four  years  old.  He  was  a son  of 
William  and  Mary  (McDonald)  Hanna,  who 
came  from  Ireland  and  were  pioneers  in  Green 
Township.  He  was  a carpenter  and  cabinet 
maker,  like  so  many  other  pioneers  who  had 
acquired  some  useful  trade  before  venturing 
into  the  wilderness  of  Harrison  County.  Nearly 
all  the  settlers  who  crossed  the  water  knew 
something  of  handicraft  before  coming  to 
America. 

John  M.  Hanna  married  Louisa  Parry,  a 
daughter  of  Stephen  and  Sarah  (Smith)  Parry. 
While  she  was  born  In  Harrison  County,  her 
father  came  from  Winchester,  Virginia.  When 
he  reached  Cadiz  on  New  Year’s  night,  1803, 
there  was  a band  of  Indians  camped  where  the 
Harrison  County  Court  House  stands  today.  He 
was  a hatter  by  trade,  and  after  a few  years  In 
Cadiz  he  removed  to  Salem,  Jefferson  County. 
He  was  in  business  there  a few  years  when  he 
returned  to  Cadiz,  spending  the  remainder  of 
his  life  In  Harrison  County.  He  was  a Har- 
rison County  soldier  in  the  War  of  1812,  there 
being  few  families  who  came  to  the  community 
earlier  than  Stephen  Parry.  He  had  a son, 
Stephen,  and  a daughter,  Louisa,  who  became 
Mrs.  John  M.  Hanna. 

John  M.  Hanna  was  a farmer  and  lived  all 
his  life  in  Green  Township.  His  children  are: 
Sarah,  wife  of  George  A.  Crew;  Samantha  E., 
wife  of  Ebeneezer  Gray;  William  P.  Hanna; 
Alice,  the  wife  of  John  A.  Copeland;  and  John 
A.  Hanna.  They  all  had  common  school  advan- 
tages, and  as  a young  man  W.  P.  Hanna  engaged 
in  farming,  continuing  in  that  business  In  Green 
Township  until  in  1917  he  sold  the  farm  of  1G0 
acres  and  removed  to  Cadiz. 

In  1894  Mr.  Hanna  married  Susannah  Laugh- 
rige,  a daughter  of  Edward  and  Susannah 
(Conoway)  Laughrige.  Edward  Laughrlge  was 
married  twice,  his  first  wife  being  Marjorie 
McConnell,  and  the  children  of  that  marriage 
were  Jane,  Joseph,  Margaret,  Thomas,  Robert, 
Edward,  Elizabeth,  Nancy,  John,  William  and 
Samuel.  The  mother  died,  and  on  April  1, 
1869,  Mr.  Laughrige  married  Susannah  Cono- 
way, who  became  the  mother  of  two  children, 
John  H.  and  Susannah.  Edward  Laughrige  was 
a son  of  Edward  Laughrige.  who  came  from 
County  Tyrone,  Ireland,  in  1800,  living  for  a 
time  in  Wilmington,  Delaware,  before  locating 


in  Brooke  County,  Virginia,  and  later  in  Jef- 
ferson County,  Ohio.  The  children  born  to 
William  P.  and  Susannah  (Laughrige)  Hanna 
are:  Virginia,  wife  of  Donald  Baker;  and  John 
Edward  Hanna,  who  married  Lydia  Meizer. 

On  January  2,  1918,  John  Edward  Hanna  en- 
listed in  the  Sixth  Cavalry,  and  on  March  16th, 
he  sailed  from  New  York,  landing  at  South 
Hampton,  England,  on  March  28,  and  aftei  a 
few  days  in  England  he  went  on  to  France, 
where  he  remained  “Somewhere  In  France”  for 
fifteen  months.  On  the  return  voyage  he  landed 
at  Newport  News  June  29,  1919,  and  on  July  12 
he  was  discharged  from  Camp  Lee.  His  over- 
seas service  will  be  something  he  will  remember 
to  the  end  of  his  life,  although  it  convinced  him 
that  there  is  no  country  like  America. 

While  a resident  of  Green  Township  Mr. 
Hanna  filled  different  political  offices,  being  a 
township  assessor  and  for  eleven  years  serving 
as  trustee  of  the  township.  The  Hanna  family 
belongs  to  the  Methodist  Church  at  Cadiz.  For 
more  than  one  hundred  years  the  Hanna  family 
story  has  been  part  of  the  history  of  Harrison 
county. 

Clarence  G.  Hilligas,  one  of  the  enterprising 
and  progressive  young  farmers  of  Short  Creek 
Township.  Harrison  County,  was  born  in  this 
township  on  the  5th  of  March,  1881,  and  is  a 
son  of  Francis  A.  Hilligas,  of  whom  individual 
mention  is  made  on  other  pages  so  that  a repe- 
tition of  the  family  record  is  not  required  in  the 
present  connection.  He  whose  name  introduces 
this  paragraph  gained  his  early  education  in 
the  public  schools  of  Short  Creek  and  Green 
townships,  and  his  alliance  with  farm  industry 
has  continued  without  interruption  since  his 
early  youth.  Since  his  marriage  he  has  resided 
upon  and  had  the  general  supervision  of  the 
fine  old  homestead  farm  of  the  late  William 
Spicer  Fox,  whose  daughter  he  wedded  on  the 
21st  of  October,  1911.  The  marriage  was  sol- 
emnized by  the  Short  Creek  monthly  meeting 
of  the  Society  of  Friends,  known  as  the  Hick- 
site  Branch,  of  which  the  Fox  family  have  been 
affiliated  for  many  generations;  it  being  one  of 
the  oldest  and  most  influential  in  Harrison 
County,  an  account  of  which  Is  found  elsewhere 
In  this  publication.  The  farm  of  100  acres  on 
which  Mrs.  Hilligas  was  born  and  raised  and 
which  is  yet  her  home  was  received  as  a heritage 
from  her  honored  father.  It  is  of  historic  inter- 
est. located  on  the  Cadiz  and  Wheeling  “pike” 
and  besides  being  well  improved  and  under  a 
high  state  of  cultivation  It  was  one  of  the  first 
rural  homes  in  Harrison  County  to  be  equipped 
with  a water  system  (1906)  and  with  an  elec- 
tric lighting  plant  (December,  1916). 

Mr.  Hilligas  shows  marked  energy  and  pro- 
gressiveness in  the  management  of  both  the  ag- 
ricultural and  livestock  departments  of  his  farm 
enterprise,  being  a successful  breeder  of  regis- 
tered Percheron  horses  and  Scotch  Shorthorns. 
He  is  a director  of  the  Peoples  National  Bank 
of  Adena,  Ohio,  and  also  of  the  Pittsburgh  and 
Ohio  Investment  Company  of  Pittsburgh.  Penn- 
sylvania. His  political  alliance  Is  given  to  the 
republican  party,  and  he  served  one  term  as 
township  trustee.  He  aims  to  ever  be  on  the 
side  of  moral  and  reform  issues. 
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William  Spicer  Fox,  father  of  Mrs.  Hilligas 
and  son  of  Charles  James  and  Esther  Cooper 
Fox,  was  the  second  of  four  children.  He  was 
born  in  Short  Creek  Township,  September  22, 
1839,  and  his  death  occurred  January  28,  1908. 
In  1876  he  married  Miss  Esther  G.  Moore, 
daughter  of  Jeremiah  Moore  and  Sarah  (Evans) 
Moore,  of  Clearfield  County,  Pennsylvania,  who 
departed  this  life  May  23,  1913.  They  were 
members  of  the  Society  of  Friends,  as  were 
their  parents  for  several  generations. 

Charles  James  Fox  was  a son  of  Josiah  Fox, 
who  was  born  In  Falmouth,  England,  October 
9,  1763,  and  who  after  receiving  a good  educa- 
tion, served  three  years  as  an  apprentice  to  the 
shipbuilding  business  at  Plymouth,  England. 
He  entered  a seafaring  life  and  visited  many 
foreign  ports.  In  1793  he  was  employed  by  the 
United  States  Government  to  plan  and  super- 
vise the  building  of  ships  to  be  used  in  the  navy 
of  the  yet  new  republic.  He  designed  several 
that  became  famous  in  the  War  of  1812,  and 
for  this  he  was  “disowned”  by  the  Friends,  who 
ever  opposed  warfare.  Early  in  the  second 
decade  of  the  eighteenth  century  he  came  with 
his  family  to  Colerain,  Belmont  County,  Ohio, 
and  there  he  died  at  the  age  of  eighty-four 
years.  Charles  James  Fox  was  born  In  Wash- 
ington, D.  C.,  October  17.  1806,  and  developed 
and  improved  one  of  the  fine  farm  properties  of 
Harrison  County,  Ohio,  which  was  his  place  of 
residence  from  his  marriage  until  his  death, 
June  21,  1896. 

William  Fox  gave  his  political  support  to  the 
republican  party.  He  served  in  various  local 
offices  and  did  a large  amount  of  important 
work  a 8 civil  engineer  and  general  surveyor, 
was  a justice  of  the  peace,  a notary  public  and 
a township  trustee.  He  was  one  of  the  honored 
and  influential  citizens  of  the  county  and  a 
member  of  the  directorate  of  the  First  National 
Bank  of  Cadiz  for  two  decades. 

Of  his  three  children,  Mary  Moore  was  the 
first  born.  John  Francis  was  drowned  in  1897 
In  Bucks  County,  Pennsylvania,  where  he  was 
attending  the  George  School.  Erie  Esther  is  the 
wife  of  William  Wilson  McLaughlin,  subject  of 
Individual  mention  on  other  pages  of  this  work. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hilligas  have  three  children, 
whose  names  and  respective  dates  of  birth  are 
recorded  as  follows:  Harold  Fox,  February  18, 
1913;  John  Kenneth,  May  5,  1915;  and  Rachel 
Esther,  June  3,  1917. 

Wallace  L.  Handley  has  been  engaged  in  the 
active  practice  of  law  at  Carrollton,  judicial 
center  of  Carroll  County,  for  thirty-six  years, 
and  in  both  a professional  and  civic  sense  has 
kept  pace  with  the  splendid  development  and 
progress  of  his  home  city,  whose  bar  numbered 
seventeen  members  at  the  time  he  here  initiated 
practice.  He  has  long  maintained  precedence  as 
one  of  the  leading  lawyers  of  this  section  of  his 
native  state  and  his  professional  activities  have 
not  been  confined  to  Carroll  County.  He  has 
appeared  In  connection  with  much  of  the  import- 
ant litigation  in  the  courts  of  Ohio  during  the 
course  of  many  years,  and  his  clientage  has  been 
at  all  times  of  representative  order.  Aside  from 
his  professional  service  he  has  been  most  en- 
thusiastic and  liberal  in  furthering  the  various 


agencies  and  enterprises  which  have  made  Car- 
rollton a flourishing  industrial  center  and  attrac- 
tive place  of  residence.  His  efforts  have  been 
for  right,  and  with  his  combative  spirit  backed 
by  unusual  good  judgment  his  influence  in  the 
community  has  been  on  a parity  with  his  un- 
qualified personal  esteem. 

Wallace  LaMoine  Handley  was  born  in  Green 
Township,  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  January  13, 
1S56,  and  is  a son  of  David  and  Lydia  (Fogle) 
Handley,  who  likewise  were  born  in  that  town- 
ship, where  their  parents  were  early  settlers. 
The  childhood  and  early  youth  of  Wallace  L. 
Handley  were  compassed  largely  by  the  in- 
fluences of  the  farm,  and  in  the  meanwhile  he 
gained  his  initial  cultural  discipline  by  attend- 
ing the  district  schools.  He  was  twelve  years 
of  age  at  the  time  of  the  family  removal  to 
Uhrichsville,  Tuscarawas  County,  where  he  con- 
tinued his  studies  in  the  public  schools.  After 
several  years  of  residence  in  that  county  the 
family  returned  to  Harrison  County,  where  the 
subject  of  this  review  attended  the  Normal  Col- 
lege at  Hopedale,  and  where  he  was  favored  in 
receiving  special  consideration  and  assistance 
from  the  late  Cyrus  McXeely,  founder  of  that 
college  and  known  as  an  educator  of  high  at- 
tainments. While  attending  this  college  Mr. 
Handley  also  gave  close  attention  to  the  read- 
ing of  law.  He  continued  his  law  studies  under 
the  effective  perceptorship  of  Samuel  M.  Crain, 
then  one  of  the  strongest  legal  minds  of  the 
Carroll  County  bar.  In  1881  he  was  admitted 
to  the  bar,  upon  examination  before  the  Su- 
preme Court  of  Ohio,  being  one  of  seventeen  of 
a class  of  thirty-six  who  passed  the  examina- 
tion, and  he  forthwith  began  his  novitiate  as  a 
member  of  the  bar  of  Carrollton.  His  were  the 
personal  qualities  and  the  technical  knowledge 
that  make  for  success  in  the  exacting  profession 
of  his  choice,  and  he  soon  gained  his  share  of 
the  law  business  centered  at  Carrollton,  which 
at  that  time  had  a population  little  in  excess 
of  1.000  persons.  It  is  but  a matter  of  justice 
to  state  that  at  no  period  in  the  history  of 
Carroll  County  has  there  been  a lawyer  who 
has  here  developed  and  maintained  a larger  and 
more  important  practice  than  has  Mr.  Handley, 
and  such  success  bears  its  own  significance,  with 
no  need  for  analysis  or  laudatory  Indulgence. 
More  than  twenty-years  ago  Mr.  Handley  was 
retained  as  local  legal  representative  of  the  old 
Cleveland,  Canton  & Southern  Railroad,  now 
the  Wheeling  and  Lake  Erie  Railroad,  and  he 
is  now  counsel  for  this  road.  He  is  also  at- 
torney for  the  Lake  Shore  & Michigan  Southern 
Railroad,  one  of  the  New  York  Central  lines. 
He  has  always  had  an  extensive  corporation 
clientele  and  in  addition  to  his  railroad  connec- 
tions represents  the  Bergholtz  Telephone  Com- 
pany of  Jefferson  County,  Ohio;  The  Eastern 
Ohio  Telephone  Company  of  Columbiana  County, 
and  the  Metropolitan  Paving  Brick  Company, 
Canton  and  Minerva,  Ohio.  He  is  also  legal 
representative  of  a number  of  the  most  impor- 
tant industrial  and  financial  corporations  of 
Carrollton,  among  which  is  the  Sebright  Chinn 
Company,  with  plants  at  Carrollton  and  Scio, 
Ohio,  and  his  general  law  business  has  long 
been  one  of  broad  scope  and  importance.  With 
full  appreciation  of  the  responsibilities  which 
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personal  success  Imposes,  Mr.  Handley  has 
shown  the  utmost  civic  loyalty  and  progressive- 
ness and  has  gladly  paid  his  full  quota  of  taxes, 
with  no  desire  to  minimize  his  resources.  He 
has  been  in  the  forefront  in  the  progressive 
movements  that  have  inured  to  the  growth  and 
commercial  and  industrial  importance  of  Carroll- 
ton, and  was  chairman  of  the  citizens’  committee 
through  the  splendid  service  of  which  $65,000 
was  raised  at  Carrollton  for  the  purpose  of 
securing  the  first  pottery  established  here.  He 
personally  contributed  $1,000  to  this  fund,  and 
his  liberality  has  been  equally  noteworthy  in 
connection  with  other  enterprises  projected  for 
the  advancement  of  his  home  city  and  county. 
Mr.  Handley  is  a staunch  advocate  of  the  prin- 
ciples and  policies  for  which  the  republican 
party  has  ever  stood  sponsor  and  he  always  has 
given  loyal  and  effective  service  in  behalf  of 
the  party  cause  and  been  influential  in  formu- 
lating and  directing  public  sentiment  and  action 
in  his  county.  He  is  the  owner  of  numerous 
pieces  of  real  estate*  at  Carrollton,  Including  his 
attractive  home  on  Oak  Hill,  in  which  section 
of  the  city  he  has  resided  during  the  entire 
period  of  his  professional  life  in  Carrollton.  He 
also  owrns  interests  in  farms  and  some  oil  pro- 
ductions in  Carroll  County.  He  Is  an  active 
church  worker,  supports  all  denominations  and 
has  a class  of  forty-two  members  in  the  Presby- 
terian Sunday  School  and  takes  great  interest 
in  this  work. 

In  1877  was  solemnized  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Handley  to  Miss  Anna  J.  Wathey,  who  was 
bora  and  reared  in  Carroll  County  and  who  was 
the  only  child  of  the  late  Zachary  and  Mary 
Wathey,  early  settlers  of  this  county,  where 
Mr.  Wathey  served  as  county  commissioner  and 
was  otherwise  influential  in  community  affairs. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Handley  became  the  parents  of 
three  children:  Winfield  H.  was  born  December 
9,  1878;  the  second  son  was  born  April  23,  1882, 
and  died  on  that  date;  and  Zachary  Archibald, 
who  was  born  December  13,  1886,  died  June  12, 
1888.  Winfield  H.,  the  one  surviving  son,  is  now 
residing  on  the  Wathey  farm.  In  August,  1908, 
Mrs.  Handley  was  called  by  death,  and  since 
then  Mr.  Handley  has  maintained  his  home  on 
Oak  Hill  and  kept  “the  home  fires  burning.”  He 
has  with  him  his  two  grandchildren,  Lamoine 
and  Irene,  whose  companionship  has  counted 
for  much  in  the  maintenance  of  their  old  home, 
and  the  loss  of  any  one  of  the  three  means  to 
Mr.  Handley  the  dissolution  of  the  family  home. 

John  8.  Bose  is  another  of  the  substantial 
citizens  who  is  contributing  a generous  quota  to 
the  furtherance  of  the  agricultural  and  live- 
stock prestige  of  Washington  Township,  Harri- 
son County,  where  he  owns  the  old  family  home- 
stead of  ninety-nine  acres,  to  which  he  has 
added  until  the  place  now  comprises  185  acres 
in  Washington  Township,  with  an  adjoining 
tract  of  fifty-two  and  nine-twentieths  acres  in 
Nottingham  Township.  Through  his  own  ability 
and  well  directed  endeavors  Mr.  Rose  has  gained 
secure  place  as  one  of  the  successful  and  repre- 
sentative exponents  of  farm  enterprise  in  his 
native  county,  and  he  is  a sterling  citizen  who 
is  well  entitled  to  recognition  in  this  history. 


John  Stanley  Rose  was  born  in  Washington 
Township  on  the  14th  of  April,  1854,  and  is  a 
son  of  John  S.  and  Betsey  (Ford)  Rose,  both 
likewise  natives  of  Harrison  County  and  the 
latter  a daughter  of  the  late  Clayton  and  Amy 
Ann  (Alton)  Ford,  of  whose  eight  children  she 
was  the  seventh  in  order  of  birth,  the  names  of 
the  others  being  here  recorded:  Erasmus,  John 
M.,  William  B.,  Stephen  D.,  Prudence,  Emily 
and  Julia  Ann.  John  S.  Rose,  Sr.,  not  only 
became  a prosperous  farmer  in  Washington 
Township,  but  for  a number  of  years  he  gave 
no  little  attention  to  work  at  the  trade  of  stone- 
mason, In  which  he  was  a skilled  artisan.  He 
was  still  a comparatively  young  man  at  the  time 
of  his  death,  in  1864,  and  his  widow  survived 
him  by  more  than  forty  years,  her  death  having 
occurred  August  31,  1909.  They  became  the 
parents  of  twelve  children — Francis  Marion  (re- 
sides near  Thornville,  Perry  County),  Sarah 
Elizabeth  (deceased),  Ruth  Amanda.  Arminta 
M.,  James  (died  at  the  age  of  eight  years), 
Julia  Ann  (deceased),  John  Stanley,  Amos  O., 
Hiram  S.,  Martin  L.  (died  in  young  manhood), 
McClellan  B.  and  Clement  L. 

John  Stanley  Rose  gained  his  early  educa- 
tion in  the  district  schools  of  Washington  Town- 
ship. and  at  the  age  of  sixteen  years  he  began 
working  by  the  month  as  a farm  hand,  besides 
which  his  early  experience  included  work  at  the 
trade  of  stone-mason.  In  initiating  his  inde- 
pendent career  as  a farm  workman  his  cash 
capital  was  represented  in  the  sum  of  one  dollar 
and  fifty  cents,  and  he  did  not  possess  even  a 
pocketbook  in  which  to  place  this  modest  capital. 
He  continued  three  years  in  the  employ  of  one 
man,  and  thereafter  was  employed  by  the  month 
or  by  the  job  or  by  the  day  until  he  attained  to 
the  age  of  twenty-three  years,  when,  in  1878,  he 
married  Miss  Sophia  Garner,  daughter  of  Ed- 
ward Garner  and  a sister  of  Edward  L.  Garner, 
in  whose  personal  sketch,  on  other  pages  of  this 
volume,  is  given  adequate  record  of  the  Garner 
family.  After  his  marriage  Mr.  Rose  engaged 
in  farming  on  his  father’s  old  homestead,  and 
by  gradually  buying  the  Interests  of  the  other 
heirs  he  eventually  came  into  full  ownership  of 
the  property,  to  which  he  has  added  materially, 
as  noted  in  the  opening  paragraph  of  this 
article.  His  entire  farm  property,  well  im- 
proved and  under  effective  cultivation,  is  in  one 
body  and  constitutes  one  of  the  valuable  places 
of  the  county.  Mr.  Rose  has  won  independence 
and  prosperity  entirely  through  his  own  efforts, 
with  the  earnest  and  valued  co-operation  of  his 
wife,  who  has  been  a true  helpmeet,  and  he  is 
one  of  the  successful  agriculturists  and  stock- 
raisers  of  his  native  county,  as  well  as  one  of 
its  well  known  and  highly  esteemed  citizens. 
He  is  a republican  in  politics,  and  he  and  his 
wife  hold  membership  in  the  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church  at  Deersville.  They  have  two 
children : Albert  Edward,  the  elder  son,  married 
Miss  Nellie  Edith  McConnell  and  they  now  re- 
side at  Uhrichsville,  Tuscarawas  County.  Law- 
rence V.,  who  farms  a part  of  his  father’s 
landed  estate,  married  Miss  Audry  V.  Mallernee 
and  they  have  four  children — Verna  Viola,  Helen 
Irene,  Olive  Pauline  and  Frances  Lucile.  Into 
their  home  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Rose  took  Ora  Allen 
Rose  when  he  was  a child  of  three  months,  and 
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they  have  reared  him  as  a son,  he  being  seven- 
teen years  of  age  at  the  time  of  this  writing,  in 
1920.  He  is  a son  of  M.  B.  Rose,  brother  of 
the  subject  of  this  sketch,  and  was  an  infant 
at  the  time  of  his  mother’s  death. 

James  A.  Cummins  has  been  engaged  in 
farming  enterprise  in  Freeport  Township,  Harri- 
son County,  since  the  year  1889,  and  his  success 
as  a vigorous  and  forward-looking  agriculturist 
and  stock-raiser  has  been  such  as  to  mark  him 
as  a leading  exponent  of  these  industries  in  the 
county.  His  farm  estate  comprises  285  acres 
and  is  one  of  the  well  improved  and  valuable 
properties  of  Freeport  Township.  Of  the  family 
record  of  Mr.  Cummins  adequate  information 
may  be  gained  by  reference  to  the  personal 
sketch  of  his  brother,  David  W.  Cummins  of 
Cadiz,  on  other  pages  of  this  volume. 

James  A.  Cummins  was  born  and  reared  in 
Washington  County,  Pennsylvania,  and  the  date 
of  his  nativity  was  January  1,  1S64,  so  that  he 
was  a right  welcome  New  Year’s  arrival  in  the 
home  of  his  parents,  David  and  Elizabeth  (Alli- 
son) Cummins.  He  received  the  advantages  of 
the  public  schools  of  his  native  county  and  there 
remained  on  the  parental  farm  until  the  time  of 
his  marriage,  which  incidentally  led  to  his  estab- 
lishing his  residence  in  Harrison  County,  Ohio, 
in  the  following  year.  On  the  6th  of  February, 
1888,  he  wedded  Miss  Addle  L.  Sproul,  who  was 
born  and  reared  in  Freeport  Township,  this 
county,  and  who  is  a daughter  of  the  late  Hugh 
and  Jane  (Shaw)  Sproul.  The  old  homestead 
farm  of  Hugh  Sproul  is  that  now  owned  and 
occupied  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cummins,  who  main- 
tained their  residence  in  Washington  County, 
Pennsylvania,  for  a period  of  about  one  year 
after  their  marriage  and  who  then,  in  1889, 
established  their  home  on  their  present  fine 
farm.  Hugh  Sproul  was  born  in  Washington 
County,  Pennsylvania,  on  February  27,  1819, 
and  died  February  12,  1874.  His  wife  was  a 
native  of  the  same  county  and  state,  born 
January  8,  1826,  and  died  October  29,  1880.  Her 
mother  was  a native  of  Ireland.  Hugh  Sproul 
was  a son  of  Francis  and  Elizabeth  (Edgar) 
Sproul,  who  were  pioneer  settlers  in  Moorefleld 
Township,  Harrison  County,  and  whose  chil- 
dren were  eight  in  number — Francis,  Adam, 
William.  Margaret,  James,  Hugh,  John  and 
Mary.  Mrs.  Jane  (Shaw)  Sproul  was  a daugh- 
ter of  James  and  Elizabeth  Shaw,  whose  only 
other  child  was  likewise  a daughter,  Margaret. 
After  the  death  of  his  first  wife  James  Shaw 
married  a second  time,  the  family  name  of  this 
wife  having  been  Wilson,  and  they  were  resi- 
dents of  Harrison  County  at  the  time  of  their 
deaths.  He  married  for  his  third  wife  Hen- 
rietta Ross. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cummins  are  the  parents  of 
four  childern — Lena  Belle,  Harold  Sproul,  Mary 
Elizabeth  and  Laura  Emily.  Lena  Belle  is  now 
the  wife  of  Seth  L.  Snyder,  a farmer  in  Free- 
port Township,  and  they  have  one  daughter, 
Ruth  Marian. 

In  addition  to  his  farming  interests  Mr.  Cum- 
mins has  been  for  the  past  score  of  years  the 
president  of  the  Eastern  Ohio  Mutual  Fire  & 
Tornado  Insurance  Company.  He  has  been 
known  for  his  distinctive  progressiveness  and 


civic  liberality  as  well  as  for  his  business 
acumen,  and  has  been  influential  in  public  affairs 
in  Freeport  Township,  of  which  he  served  ten 
years  as  a trustee.  His  political  allegiance  is 
given  to  the  republican  party,  and  both  he  and 
his  wife  are  zealous  and  representative  members 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Freeport,  in 
which  he  has  served  about  twenty  years  as  a 
deacon  and  for  practically  a similar  period  as 
superintendent  of  the  Sunday  School,  and  at 
the  present  time  (1921)  is  filling  that  position. 
His  musical  talent  has  made  him  further  promi- 
nent in  the  affairs  of  this  church,  in  which  he 
has  given  more  than  twenty  years  of  effective 
service  as  leader  of  the  choir. 

Joseph  H.  McElboy  owns  and  conducts  the 
Rexall  Drug  Store  in  the  city  of  Carrollton,  and 
in  its  appointments,  completeness  of  stock  and 
effective  service  the  establishment  is  maintained 
at  a metropolitan  standard.  In  addition  to  the 
customary  lines  of  drugs,  proprietory  remedies, 
sundries,  toilet  goods,  etc.,  Mr.  McElroy  has  a 
fine  sodawater  fountain,  which  caters  to  a large 
and  appreciative  patronage,  and  handles  the 
celebrated  Columbia  Graphanola  and  records 
and  the  Ansco  Cameras,  with  requisite  photo- 
graphic supplies  for  same. 

Mr.  McElroy  was  born  In  Harrison  County, 
Ohio,  May  31,  1881,  and  Is  a sou  of  Joseph  M. 
and  Irene  (Winnings)  McElroy,  of  whom  men- 
tion Is  made  in  ample  detail  on  other  pages  of 
this  work.  The  founder  of  this  family  in 
America  was  James  McElroy,  who  was  born  and 
reared  in  Ireland,  of  Scottish  lineage,  and  who 
settled  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland,  upon 
coming  to  America.  Later  he  removed  to  Wash- 
ington County,  Pennsylvania,  where  he  died  in 
1820.  His  son  James  came  from  Washington 
County,  Pennsylvania,  to  Steubenville,  Ohio,  in 
an  early  day,  and  there  he  died  in  the  year 
1858.  His  son  Joseph,  grandfather  of  Joseph 
H.  of  this  review,  was  born  in  Washington 
County,  Pennsylvania,  and  was  a pioneer  settler 
in  Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  where  he  passed  the 
remainder  of  his  life.  His  widow,  whose  maiden 
name  was  Mary  Jane  Lee,  was  a resident  of 
narrison  County  at  the  time  of  her  death. 
Family  records  show  that  the  McElroy  family 
was  founded  in  America  as  early  as  1700 — 
probably  some  little  time  prior  to  the  opening 
of  the  eighteenth  century. 

Joseph  H.  McElroy  was  reared  in  Harrison 
County,  and  his  early  educational  discipline  in- 
cluded that  of  the  high  school  in  the  village  of 
Jewett,  that  county.  Thereafter  he  was  gradu- 
ated in  the  school  of  pharmacy  of  Scio  College 
at  Scio,  Harrison  County,  and  he  then  took  a 
clerical  position  in  a drug  store  at  Wellsville, 
Columbiana  County.  Later  he  was  similarly 
employed  at  Steubenville  and  East  Liverpool, 
this  state,  and  in  one  of  the  leading  drug  stores 
of  the  north  side  section  of  the  City  of  Pitts- 
burgh, Pennsylvania. 

In  1904  Mr.  McElroy  came  to  Carrollton  and 
purchased  the  drug  store  and  business  of  L.  D. 
Stockon,  and  he  has  since  conducted  this  store, 
in  which  he  has  made  numerous  improvements, 
besides  making  the  establishment  distinctly 
modern  in  equipment  and  all  details  of  service. 
He  has  designated  his  establishment  the  Rexall 
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Drug  Store,  in  consonance  with  his  policy  of 
handling  the  celebrated  Rexall  preparations  and 
drug  supplies,  and  he  has  made  his  store  one 
of  the  most  attractive  and  popular  In  the  city. 
Mr.  McElroy  is  serving  as  a member  of  the 
Board  of  Education  and  takes  lively  Interest  in 
all  things  touching  the  welfare  and  advance- 
ment of  his  home  city.  In  politics  he  maintains 
an  Independent  rather  than  a partisan  attitude. 

In  1903  was  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  McElroy  to  Miss  Maud  Baird,  of  Sclo, 
Harrison  County,  and  of  this  union  have  been 
born  six  children,  all  of  whom  are  living  except 
the  firstborn,  Flora,  who  was  born  In  1904  and 
died  In  January,  1914.  The  names  and  respec- 
tive birth  dates  of  the  surviving  children  are 
here  recorded : Joseph,  September,  1906 ; Harold, 
October,  1910;  Mary,  October,  1912;  Lee,  August, 
1915;  and  Ruth,  November  28,  1919. 

J.  Graham  Murdock,  now  one  of  the  vener- 
able and  highly  honored  retired  citizens  of 
Malvern,  Carroll  County,  was  here  actively  en- 
gaged In  the  drug  business  from  1863  until  1907, 
and  during  this  long  interval  he  held  distinct 
prestige  as  one  of  the  representative  business 
men  and  loyal  and  progressive  citizens  of  the 
village,  which  was  one  of  most  unpretentious 
type  at  the  time  when  he  here  established  his 
residence. 

Mr.  Murdock  was  born  at  Wellsvllle,  Colum- 
biana County,  Ohio,  November  4,  1836,  and  was 
there  reared  and  educated.  He  Is  a son  of 
William  G.  and  Nancy  (McClintock)  Murdock, 
both  natives  of  Pennsylvania,  where  their  mar- 
riage was  solemnized,  though  In  the  meanwhile 
Mr.  Murdock  had  come  to  Ohio  and  established 
his  residence  at  Wellsvllle,  as  one  of  its  pioneer 
business  men.  He  was  born  at  Cannonsburg, 
Pennsylvania,  In  1804,  and  was  reared  and 
educated  in  Washington  County.  At  the  age  of 
eighteen  years  he  came  to  Ohio  and  located  at 
Steubenville,  Jefferson  County,  where  he  served 
an  apprenticeship  to  the  trade  of  harnessmaker 
and  saddler.  After  completing  his  apprentice- 
ship he  became  associated  with  his  brother  In 
establishing  and  conducting  a harness  shop  at 
Wellsvllle,  Columbiana  County,  and  It  was  In 
the  year  1832  that  he  returned  to  the  old  Key- 
stone state  to  claim  his  young  bride,  who  accom- 
panied him  to  the  new  home  at  Wellsvllle,  their 
overland  Journey  having  been  marked  by  a 
hazardous  cross  of  the  Ohio  River,  which  was 
highly  flooding  at  the  time.  This  engaging 
young  couple  was  destined  to  live  in  devoted 
and  gracious  companionship  for  nearly  sixty 
years,  and  the  bonds  were  severed  only  when 
the  loved  wife  and  mother  was  summoned  to 
eternal  rest  August  9,  1890,  at  the  age  of  eighty- 
four  years.  At  the  time  of  her  death  she  was 
one  of  the  most  venerable  and  loved  pioneer 
women  of  Wellsvllle,  where  her  gentle  Influence 
during  the  long  period  of  years  had  been  benig- 
nant in  community  life  and  gained  to  her  the 
affectionate  regard  of  all  who  knew  her.  She 
was  born  at  Washington,  Washington  County. 
Pennsylvania,  and  her  marriage  was  solemnized 
at  West  Middletown,  that  state,  in  1832.  She 
was  one  of  the  charter  members  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  at  Wellsvllle,  and  she  and  her 
husband  continued  as  zealous  and  Influential 


members  of  the  same  until  their  death, 
Mr.  Murdock  having  served  about  half  a cen- 
tury as  an  elder  of  this  church. 

William  G.  Murdock  was  actively  concerned 
in  the  development  and  progress  of  Wellsvllle 
and  was  prominent  and  Influential  In  community 
affairs.  He  served  at  one  time  as  mayor  of 
the  city,  which  was  a mere  village  when  he 
there  established  his  home,  and  he  held  also 
the  office  of  township  clerk,  while  It  is  alto- 
gether probable  that  he  was  the  first  president 
of  the  Wellsvllle  Board  of  Education.  He 
served  about  twenty-five  years  as  justice  of  the 
peace  and  caused  the  office  to  justify  Its  name. 
Of  his  many  decisions  not  one  met  with  reversal 
by  courts  of  higher  jurisdiction  and  his  long 
Incumbency  of  this  office  led  to  his  becoming 
familiarly  known  as  ’Squire  Murdock.  He  was 
appointed  by  the  State  Legislature  an  associate 
judge  of  the  county  court,  but  declined  to  accept 
the  position.  He  was  active  In  politics  and 
wielded  much  Influence  in  the  forming  and 
directing  of  sentiment  and  action  in  his  home 
community.  He  became  acquainted  with  many 
leading  men  of  his  day  and  generation,  Includ- 
ing Hon.  Edwin  M.  Stanton,  secretary  of  war 
in  the  cabinet  of  President  Lincoln  at  the  time 
of  the  Civil  war,  and  the  subject  of  this  sketch 
likewise  grew  to  know  the  distinguished  secre- 
tary in  a somewhat  more  Intimate  way.  Wil- 
liam G.  Murdock  likewise  served  many  years 
as  a notary  public,  and  as  the  leading  citizen 
of  Wellsvllle  he  delivered  the  address  of  wel- 
come, at  the  solicitation  of  the  president  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Railroad,  when  that  railroad  sent 
Its  first  train  into  Wellsvllle  from  Cleveland. 
He  continued  his  residence  at  Wellsvllle  until 
the  time  of  his  death,  at  the  patriarchal  age 
of  ninety  years,  he  having  survived  his  wife  by 
a few  years.  Of  the  six  children  two  died  in 
infancy,  J.  Graham  Murdock,  subject  of  this 
sketch,  being  now  the  only  survivor;  Mary  died 
in  girlhood;  and  John  M.  is  survived  by  one 
son,  William. 

The  Murdock  family  was  founded  In  Mary- 
land in  the  colonial  days  and  representatives 
later  became  pioneer  settlers  In  Washington 
County,  Pennsylvania,  where  James  Murdock, 
grandfather  of  him  whose  name  initiates  this 
article,  was  a millwright  by  trade  and  a resi- 
dent of  Cannonsburg  at  the  time  of  his  death. 
William  G.  Murdock  was  the  eldest  of  his 
children. 

The  pioneer  village  schools  of  Wellsvllle 
afforded  to  J.  Graham  Murdock  his  youthful 
education,  and  he  continued  his  residence  In 
Columbiana  County  until  he  established  his 
home  at  Malvern,  Carroll  County,  where  he  has 
since  remained  and  where,  as  before  noted,  he 
was  engaged  in  the  drug  business  for  more  than 
forty  years.  He  has  been  a loyal  supporter  of 
measures  and  enterprises  that  have  Inured  to 
the  civic  and  material  advancement  of  his  home 
village  and  county,  is  a stalwart  republican  In 
politics,  and  has  served  continuously  as  notary 
public  since  1871,  his  present  commission  ex- 
piring January  6,  1923.  He  has  served  also  as 
clerk  of  Brown  Township  and  he  is,  in  point 
of  continuous  association,  now  one  of  the  two 
oldest  members  of  the  Malvern  Presbyterian 
Church  the  other  being  Mrs.  Joseph  Flshel.  His 
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wife  likewise  was  a devoted  member  of  this 
church,  in  the  services  and  affairs  of  which 
she  continued  to  take  deep  interest  until  her 
death,  in  1907. 

In  1863  was  solemnized  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Murdock  to  Miss  Martha  E.  Hewitt,  who  was 
born  in  Ohio  in  1844,  a daughter  of  John  and 
Isabella  (Arbuckle)  Hewitt.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Mur- 
dock became  the  parents  of  four  children,  of 
whom  the  first,  a son,  died  in  infancy;  Rena 
M.  was  born  in  1872  and  died  the  following 
year;  Lila  was  born  in  1874,  and  her  death 
occurred  In  1880;  and  John  H.,  the  only  one 
who  attained  to  maturity,  was  born  in  1882  and 
died  in  1903,  about  the  time  of  attaining  to  his 
legal  majority,  his  death  having  been  a severe 
blow  to  his  devoted  parents  and  a source  of 
sorrow  to  his  many  friends.  Sustained  and 
comforted  by  abiding  Christian  faith  and  by 
the  gracious  memories  of  the  past,  Mr.  Mur- 
dock, though  deprived  of  both  wife  and  chil- 
dren, is  passing  the  evening  of  his  life  in  peace 
and  comfort,  surrounded  by  friends  .who  are 
tried  and  true,  and  held  in  unqualified  esteem 
in  the  county  that  has  represented  his  home 
for  nearly  sixty  years. 

John  Richard  Williams,  M.  D.  In  point  of 
years  of  continuous  service  Doctor  Williams  is 
the  Oldest  physician  and  surgeon  in  Carroll 
County.  From  the  standpoint  of  quality,  rather 
than  time,  he  is  conceded  to  be  one  of  the  ablest 
professional  men  in  this  part  of  Ohio.  An 
extensive  town  and  country  practice  keeps  him 
constantly  busy,  even  after  he  has  well  earned 
a leisure  through  forty  years  of  consecutive 
work. 

Doctor  Williams  was  born  in  Carroll  County 
February  18,  1858,  son  of  Major  Robert  F.  and 
Mary  (McGuire)  Williams.  Major  Williams, 
who  was  a native  of  Washington  Township, 
Carroll  County,  removed  to  Carrollton  in  1833. 
Early  in  the  Civil  war  he  organized  a company 
of  volunteers,  was  elected  captain,  and  his  com- 
pany was  mustered  in  at  Camp  Mingo  August 
22,  1862.  The  company  was  assigned  to  the 
Ninety-eighth  Ohio  Infantry,  and  for  over  two 
years  Captain  Williams  was  with  his  command 
in  some  of  the  severest  campaigns  of  the  war. 
He  was  in  the  bloody  battle  of  Chickamauga, 
after  which  he  was  with  Sherman’s  army  during 
its  advance  on  Atlanta  and  the  Georgia  cam- 
paign, including  the  battles  of  Buzzard’s  Roost, 
Resaca,  Rome,  Dallas  and  Kenesaw  Mountain. 
During  the  advance  on  Atlanta  Captain  Wil- 
liams was  wounded  by  a minie  ball  in  the  leg, 
and  on  account  of  the  crowded  condition  in  the 
hospital  and  sultry  weather  gangrene  set  in, 
causing  his  death  August  10,  1864.  For  about 
a month  before  he  received  the  wound  he  was 
performing  the  duties  of  a major,  and  the.  com- 
mission for  that  rank  was  issued  on  November 
3rd  following  his  death. 

June  19,  1856,  Major  Williams  married  Miss 
Mary  McGuire,  the  daughter  of  Hon.  Elisha 
McGuire,  whose  career  and  prominent  relations 
with  Carroll  County  are  described  elsewhere  in 
this  publication.  Mrs.  Mary  Williams  was  born 
February  20,  1838,  and  died  May  16,  1904,  her 
death  being  the  direct  result  of  a fall.  She 
was  the  mother  of  five  children : Lee,  who  died 


in  Infancy;  John  Richard;  Robert  C.,  who  has 
a distinguished  record  as  a soldier,  having  when 
a youth  taught  school  in  Carroll  County,  gradu- 
ated in  1886  from  West  Point  Military  Academy, 
was  commissioned  a lieutenant  and  assigned  to 
duty  at  Fort  Randall,  then  Dakota  Territory, 
and  is  now  in  the  Philippine  Islands,  on  the 
army  retired  list  with  the  rank  of  colonel ; 
Emma  W.,  wife  of  Mr.  W.  A.  Miller,  a retired 
minister  of  Conneaut,  Ohio;  and  Mary  Atlanta, 
who  was  born  while  her  father  was  in  the 
Atlanta  campaign,  Major  Williams  having  se- 
lected the  name  for  her,  although  he  never  saw 
her. 

Four  young  children  were  left  to  the  care 
of  Mrs.  Williams  at  the  death  of  her  husband, 
and  she  accepted  and  discharged  her  responsi- 
bility with  a courage  and  fortitude  that  should 
make  her  example  memorable  not  merely  among 
her  children  and  descendants.  She  kept  her 
family  together,  reared  and  educated  them,  and 
sa  w them  successful  men  and  women  long  be- 
fore her  death. 

Doctor  Williams  was  only  six  years  old  when 
his  father  died.  He  attended  school  regularly 
at  Carrollton,  but  did  much  other  work  be- 
sides— clerking  in  a store  for  three  years,  and 
spending  three  years  with  a civil  engineering 
party  on  railway  construction  work.  He  was 
also  a teacher.  In  1878  he  began  the  study  of 
medicine  under  that  honored  pioneer  physician 
of  Carroll  County,  the  late  Dr.  L.  D.  Stockon, 
whose  life  is  reviewed  on  the  following  page.  He 
entered  Bellevue  Hospital  Medical  College  of 
New  York,  remaining  a student  there  from  1879 
until  his  graduation  in  1881.  He  then  returned 
to  Carrollton  and  became  associated  with  Doctor 
Stockon,  a partnership  that  was  continued  un- 
til 1890.  Since  then  Doctor  Williams  has  con- 
tinued in  individual  practice  until  he  has  now 
given  forty  years  to  his  profession.  Inspired 
by  a rugged  devotion  to  duty  and  sustained  by 
abounding  physical  health  and  a cheerfulness  of 
spirit,  he  has  performed  his  work  year  in  and 
year  out,  making  an  aggregate  of  service  that 
can  not  be  measured  by  any  of  the  ordinary 
standards  of  success.  Even  now  his  country 
travel  in  professional  d,uty  exceeds  a thousand 
tniles  a month.  Doctor  Williams  is  exceedingly 
well  preserved,  and  apparently  can  do  as  much 
work  as  he  could  in  years  gone  by. 

He  served  four  years  as  county  coroner, 
twelve  years  as  a member  of  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation in  Carrollton,  ten  years  on  the  Board 
of  Public  Affairs,  and  for  six  years  was  pen- 
sion examiner.  During  the  World  war  he  was 
medical  adviser  on  the  County  Draft  Board. 
He  Is  a member  of  the  American  Medical  Asso- 
ciation. is  a republican  and  a Methodist.  The 
troubles  of  others  and  the  constant  demand  for 
his  services  have  in  a measure  mitigated  the 
deep  personal  sorrow  of  Doctor  Williams  in  the 
loss  within  recent  years  of  his  beloved  wife 
and  his  favorite  daughter. 

December  13,  1881,  Doctor  Williams  married 
Miss  Irene  Stockon,  daughter  of  his  former 
preceptor  and  medical  partner,  Dr.  L.  D. 
Stockon.  Mrs.  Williams  was  born  in  Carrollton 
December  13,  1863,  was  married  on  her 

eighteenth  birthday,  and  only  a short  time  after 
she  was  graduated  from  Beaver  College.  Ex- 
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cept  the  time  spent  in  college  her  entire  life 
was  lived  in  Carrollton,  and  almost  thirty-five 
years  in  the  happy  companionship  of  her  hus- 
band. She  died  suddenly  after  two  days  of 
illness  from  the  “grippe”  January  21,  1916.  The 
nobility  of  her  character  was  matched  by  the 
many  absorbing  interests  she  found  in  the  life 
of  her  home  and  the  community  about  her.  For 
many  years  .she  was  one  of  the  devoted  members 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and  worked 
in  church  and  other  organizations  through 
which  she  could  give  expression  to  her  kindly, 
sympathetic  nature.  This  constant  sympathy 
she  radiated  to  many  of  her  husband’s  patients, 
and  in  this  respect  she  was  a valued  partner  in 
the  success  that  has  attended  his  practice.  Mrs. 
Williams  also  possessed  some  of  the  rare  quali- 
fications of  a business  woman.  Through  her 
untiring  efforts  local  capital  took  over  the  rub- 
ber factory,  and  he  was  largely  responsible  for 
the  purchase  of  that  plant  by  Doctor  Williams 
and  H.  J.  Richards,  and  her  subsequent  in- 
terest in  its  operation  was  an  important  chapter 
in  the  industrial  prosperity  it  achieved.  This 
industry  was  the  L.  & M.  Rubber  Company,  or, 
as  now  known,  the  Tuscan  Tire  & Rubber  Com- 
pany, a large  and  profitable  plant. 

Doctor  Williams  was  one  of  the  committee  of 
three  which  raised  sixty  thousand  dollars  to 
start  the  Carrollton  Pottery  Company,  the 
members  of  the  committee  becoming  trustees  of 
the  property.  He  was  also  on  the  committee 
to  secure  the  location  in  Carrollton  for  the  Al- 
bright China  Company,  and  one  of  the  trustees 
of  the  property. 

The  older  daughter  of  Doctor  Williams  is 
Lois,  who  was  bom  in  Carrollton  August  18, 
1884.  She  was  graduated  from  the  Carrollton 
High  School  in  1902.  Two  years  later  she  be- 
came the  wife  of  Mr.  M.  J.  Lanahan,  a promi- 
nent shoe  merchant  of  Carrollton,  who  died 
January  28,  1919.  Since  Mr.  Lanahan’s  death 
she  has  shown  much  of  the  business  and  execu- 
tive ability  of  her  mother  in  carrying  on  the 
enterprise.  She  lives  with  her  father,  and  as- 
sists in  caring  for  her  little  niece,  Irene. 

Florence,  the  younger  daughter  of  Doctor 
Williams,  was  born  in  Carrollton  November  8, 
1895.  She  was  a graduate  of  the  Carrollton 
High  School,  also  the  Kent  Normal  School,  hav- 
ing taken  special  kindergarten  training  at  the 
latter,  and  was  a teacher  in  the  Carrollton  pub- 
lic school  for  two  years,  being  greatly  loved  by 
the  children,  to  whom  she  was  a “little  mother.” 
“Babe.”  as  every  one  knew  her,  was  talented  in 
music  and  art,  contributing  liberally  of  the 
same  in  both  school  and  church.  She  became 
the  wife  of  Harold  S.  Vasbinder.  She  died 
January  25.  1920,  three  days  after  the  birth  of 
her  only  child,  Irene,  who  is  now  being  cared 
for  In  the  home  of  Doctor  Williams,  the  object 
of  her  grandfather’s  idolized  affection,  a love 
and  devotion  transferred  to  her  from  her  mother, 
whose  death  was  a bereavement  that  no  phi- 
losophy can  attenuate  and  must  be  accepted  as 
It  Is,  an  Irretrievable  loss. 

L.  D.  Stookon,  M.  D.  There  Is  abundant  rea- 
son for  the  esteem  In  which  the  name  Stockon 
is  held  throughout  Carroll  County,  where  almost 
from  pioneer  times  members  of  the  family  have 


been  identified  with  the  medical  profession,  and 
also  with  banking  and  other  extensive  interests. 
The  late  Dr.  L.  D.  Stockon  was  a physician  by 
training  and  through  early  years  of  practice, 
but  is  best  remembered  for  his  extensive  finan- 
cial and  business  connections  with  Carrollton 
and  the  county. 

He  was  born  at  New  Hagerstown  in  Carroll 
County,  November  4,  1838,  son  of  Dr.  Samuel  M. 
and  Caroline  (Winchell)  Stockon.  The  Stockon 
ancestry  is  English,  and  the  family  has  been  in 
America  for  several  generations  preceding  the 
late  Doctor  Stockon.  His  grandfather,  Samuel 
Stockon,  was  a ship  carpenter  by  trade,  lived  at 
East  Haddon,  Connecticut,  and  in  1810  moved 
to  Hartford.  Connecticut,  where  he  followed 
gardening.  Dr.  Samuel  M.  Stockon  at  the  age 
of  fourteen  became  an  office  boy  in  a physician’s 
office  at  Hartford,  Connecticut.  After  two  years 
he  left  and  for  about  two  years  taught  school 
on  Long  Island.  He  then  resumed  his  medical 
studies  in  a doctor’s  office,  and  after  a couple 
of  years  entered  Barkley  College  at  New  York 
City.  He  served  as  under-physician  in  Belle- 
vue Hospital  until  after  the  cholera  epidemic  of 
1831-32.  After  graduating  from  the  Bellevue 
Hospital  Medical  College  he  practiced  for  a 
short  time  at  Collinsville,  Connecticut. 

At  Collinsville  September  15,  1833,  he  mar- 
ried Caroline  Winchell,  of  an  old  and  prominent 
Connecticut  family.  Dr.  Samuel  M.  Stockon 
brought  his  bride  to  what  was  then  the  far 
west,  and  for  about  two  years  did  a country 
practice  in  the  small  village  of  Brimfield  in 
Portage  County,  Ohio.  From  there  he  removed 
to  New  Hagerstown,  Carroll  County,  and  for 
twenty  years  or  more  was  a physician  who 
spent  the  greater  part  of  the  hours  of  each  day 
riding  or  driving  about  the  country  looking  after 
his  patients.  In  1858  he  removed  to  Carrollton, 
where  he  continued  his  practice  until  1877.  From 
1876  he  conducted  a private  banking  business 
until  his  death  on  July  30,  1888.  His  widow 
survived  him  to  very  advanced  years,  passing 
away  September  19,  1904. 

The  late  Dr.  L.  D.  Stockon  had  the  example 
of  his  honored  father  before  him  in  the  choice 
of  a career.  He  was  educated  in  the  public 
schools  at  Scio  and  Hopedale  in  Harrison 
County,  and  in  1859  began  the  diligent  study  of 
medicine  with  his  father,  with  whom  he  prac- 
ticed until  1877  and  then  with  Doctor  McLean 
and  later  with  Dr.  Williams.  For  fifteen  years 
he  conducted  a drug  store  at  Carrollton,  from 
1889  to  1904.  and  then  sold. 

The  late  Doctor  Stockon  was  president  of  the 
Carrollton  Savings  and  Trust  Company,  and  at 
the  time  of  his  death  was  reputed  to  be  one 
of  the  wealthiest  men  in  the  county.  His  later 
years  were  given  entirely  to  his  extensive  busi- 
ness affairs.  These  were  the  source  of  duties 
and  responsibilities  that  he  discharged  with  an 
eminent  degree  of  fairness  and  Justice  to  all 
concerned.  He  was  a democrat  in  voting;  until 
the  democrats  put  up  the  free  silver  issue  and 
was  afterwards  a republican,  and  a member  of 
the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows. 

Doctor  Stockon  died  suddenly  of  heart  failure 
October  29,  1906.  His  beloved  wife  had  died 
Just  three  weeks  previously,  on  October  8,  1906. 
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They  had  been  married  nearly  forty-five  years. 
On  November  23,  1861,  Dr.  Stockon  married 
Miss  Juliet  R.  Thomas,  daughter  of  Osmon  and 
Julia  (Matthews)  Thomas,  of  Streetboro,  Ohio. 
Her  father  was  a native  of  New  York  and  her 
mother  of  Massachusetts.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Stockon 
had  six  children:  Caroline,  Daisy  and  Samuel 
M. ; all  dying  in  infancy;  Irene,  the  wife  of 
the  well-known  Carrollton  physician,  Dr  John 
R.  Williams,  to  whom  reference  is  made 
in  the  preceding  sketch;  Flora,  who  died  April 
13,  1917,  was  the  wife  of  D.  E.  Keiper.  There  is 
a second  son  named  Samuel  M.,  who  is  living  in 
Alliance,  Ohio,  conducting  the  Supreme  Dairy 
Company. 

John  A.  Frazier  has  been  engaged  In  inde- 
pendent farm  enterprise  in  Short  Creek  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County,  since  1903,  and  in  1916 
he  purchased  his  present  fine  homestead  farm, 
which  comprises  eighty  acres,  he  having  since 
sold  twenty  acres  of  the  original  tract  of  100 
acres.  He  is  alert  and  progressive  as  an  ex- 
ponent of  agricultural  and  live-stock  industry, 
and  gives  special  attention  to  dairy  farming,  in 
which  his  success  is  proving  unequivocal.  His 
political  allegiance  is  given  to  the  republican 
party,  and  he  and  his  wife  hold  membership  in 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  at  Harrisville, 
the  while  they  are  popular  factors  in  the  repre- 
sentative social  life  of  their  home  community. 

Mr.  Frazier  was  born  in  Belmont  County, 
Ohio,  on  the  18th  of  January,  1879,  and  Is  a 
son  of  John  P.  and  Melinda  (Satzer)  Frazier, 
both  likewise  natives  of  Belmont  County.  John 
P.  Frazier  was  reared  and  educated  in  Belmont 
County  and  was  there  actively  identified  with 
mining  enterprise,  principally  in  the  position 
of  mine  foreman,  during  practically  his  entire 
business  career.  He  is  now  living  retired  at 
Maynard,  that  county,  his  wife  having  passed 
to  eternal  rest  in  August,  1919,  a devoted  mem- 
ber of  the  Wheeling  Valley  Presbyterian  Church, 
in  which  he  likewise  holds  membership.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  John  P.  Frazier  became  the  parents 
of  eight  children:  Louemma,  George  W.,  Tem- 
perance, William,  John  Addison,  Joseph  B.,  Myr- 
tle and  Elmer. 

John  Addison  Frazier  acquired  his  youthful 
education  in  the  Wheeling  Valley  public  schools, 
and  as  a young  man  he  gained  practical  experi- 
ence in  connection  with  farm  Industry.  He 
remained  in  his  native  county  until  the  autumn 
of  1903,  since  which  time,  as  previously  noted 
in  this  article,  he  has  been  actively  identified 
with  farm  enterprise  in  Short  Creek  Township, 
Harrison  County. 

On  September  3,  1902,  was  solemnized  the 
marriage  of  Mr.  Frazier  to  Miss  Sadie  Good- 
win, daughter  of  Edwin  Goodwin,  of  Short 
Creek  Township,  Harrison  County.  They  have 
no  children. 

Robert  Reid  Cochran.  The  late  Robert  Reid 
Cochran  was  one  of  the  well-known  and  highly- 
honored  men  of  Cadiz  Township,  where  he  spent 
his  entire  life  as  a successful  and  progressive 
farmer  and  raiser  of  registered  short-horned  cat- 
tle, in  which  latter  enterprise  he  was  the  pioneer 
in  Harrison  County. 


Mr.  Cochran  was  bora  on  “Oak  Dale  Farm” 
(the  old  Cochran  homestead),  one  mile  north 
from  the  city  of  Cadiz,  on  September  14,  1822, 
the  son  of  Robert  and  Sarah  Jane  (Calhoun) 
Cochran,  both  of  whom  were  natives  of  Penn- 
sylvania. Robert  Cochran  was  bora  near  the 
city  of  Harrisburg,  in  Dauphin  County,  Penn- 
sylvania, on  September  15,  1771,  the  son  of 
Samuel  and  Mary  (Shearer)  Cochran.  As  a 
young  man  he  accompanied  his  parents  on  their 
removal  to  Allegheny  County,  that  State,  where 
the  family  settled  on  a farm  on  the  Monongahela 
River,  twelve  miles  distant  from  the  city  of 
Pittsburgh,  at  what  was  formerly  Cochran  Sta- 
tion, now  the  city  of  Duquesne.  There,  on  April 
24,  1800,  he  married  Dorcas  Neal  who  died  on 
March  1,  1801,  leaving  a daughter,  Dorcas  (Mrs. 
Whittaker,  deceased). 

In  1800  Robert  Cochran  came  to  what  is  now 
Harrison  County,  Ohio,  and  purchased  a heav- 
ily-timbered tract  of  Government  land,  one-half 
mile  north  from  where  was  later  located  Cadiz, 
the  county-seat.  After  making  a preliminary 
clearing  on  his  land  he  built  his  log  cabin  and 
gradually  made  other  needed  improvements,  and 
then  returned  to  Allegheny  County,  Pennsyl- 
vania, where,  on  April  7,  1807,  he  was  mar- 
ried to  Sarah  Jane  Calhoun,  who  was  bora  on 
January  8,  1787,  in  Mifflin  Township,  that 
county.  Following  their  marriage  they  returned 
to  Harrison  County  where  together,  they 
bravely  faced  the  vicissitudes  and  trials  of  pio- 
neer life,  and  to  them  the  passing  years  brought 
success  and  happiness.  Both  died  on  their  home- 
stead, the  former  on  February  1,  1861,  at  the 
venerable  age  of  ninety  years,  the  latter  on 
April  4,  1867.  They  became  the  parents  of  the 
following  children : Eleanor,  bora  February  11, 
1808,  died  September  17,  1867;  Samuel,  bom 
March  31,  1811,  died  December  7,  1899;  David 
Calhoun,  born  August  1,  1814,  died  October  30, 
1883;  Mary  Ann  King  (Mrs.  William  Harvey 
Caldwell),  born  December  11,  1817,  died  July 
23,  1899;  Robert  Reid  (subject),  born  Septem- 
ber 14,  1822,  died  September  2,  1902;  Sarah 
Jane,  born  October  9,  1825,  died  August  5,  1911 
(she  never  married  and  after  the  death  of  her 
parents  always  made  her  home  with  her  brother, 
Robert  Reid  and  his  family;  she  was  a woman 
of  culture  and  refinement,  and  her  memory  will 
always  be  cherished  with  pride  and  gratitude 
by  her  nieces  and  nephews). 

In  his  youth  Robert  Reid  Cochran  received 
educational  advantages  somewhat  superior  to 
the  average  of  the  locality  and  period.  He  early 
began  to  lend  his  aid  in  the  work  of  the  home 
farm  of  which  he  later  became  the  owner,  and 
which  he  developed  Into  one  of  the  finest  rural 
estates  in  Harrison  County.  On  this  farm  In 
1811  Robert  Cochran,  Sr.,  built  a brick  resi- 
dence which  was  the  first  brick  house  in  Har- 
rison County.  This  structure  was  razed  in  1851 
by  Robert  Reid  Cochran;  and  was  succeeded  by 
a second  brick  residence  on  the  same  site,  and 
in  1875  Mr.  Cochran  remodeled  the  latter  into 
the  present  handsome  and  commodious  brick 
residence,  and  this  country-seat  as  well  as  its 
predecessors  has  always  been  noted  for  its  cor- 
dial hospitality. 
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On  October  10,  1867,  Robert  Reid  Cochran 
was  united  In  marriage  with  Rachael  Prudence 
Hedges,  who  likewise  was  bom  and  reared  In 
Cadiz  Township,  the  daughter  of  the  late  Will- 
iam Dunlap  and  Mary  Jane  (McClelland) 
Hedges.  William  Hedges  was  a representative 
of  one  of  Harrison  County’s  earliest  pioneer 
families,  his  ancestors,  Samuel  Hedges,  having 
come  here  from  Virginia  in  1800,  accompanied 
by  his  wife  Prudence  Dunlap.  Mrs.  Cochran’s 
mother  was  bom  in  County  Down,  Ireland,  and 
was  four  years  of  age  when,  in  1829,  her  par- 
ents, John  and  Jennie  (Beatty)  McClelland, 
came  to  the  United  States  and  eventually  settled 
near  New  Philadelphia,  in  Tuscarawas  County, 
Ohio.  They  became  the  parents  of  the  follow- 
ing children:  Rachael  Prudence  (Mrs.  Coch- 

ran), born  November  16.  1844;  John  Norwood, 
deceased;  Sarah  Jane  (Mrs.  Alexander  Osbum)  ; 
Margaret  Ann;  Samuel  Beatty;  Martha  Ellen, 
deceased,  Mary  Emma  (Mrs.  M.  B.  Osbum)  ; 

Cora,  an  infant  son,  and  William, 
all  deceased. 

To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Robert  Reid  Cochran  the 
following  children  were  bora:  John  William, 

Robert  Emmett,  Mary  Eleanor,  Frank  McClel- 
land. Samuel  Hedges  (deceased).  Reid  Burch- 
field and  Henrietta  King. 

John  William  married  Grace  Pen  well,  of  Bel- 
grade, Mont.,  and  resides  at  Lewistown.  that 
State;  and  has  one  daughter,  Kathryn  Virginia. 

Robert  Emmett  married  Sarah  Ellen  Hoff- 
man. of  Cadiz,  Ohio,  and  resides  on  the  farm 
in  Cadiz  Township.  They  became  the  parents 
of  the  following  children : Mary  Frances,  Rob- 
ert E.,  Jr.  (married  Mary  Evangeline  Thorpe), 
and  resides  in  Portland.  Ore.;  Reid  Hoffman, 
bom  December  30.  1897,  died  September  23, 
1910;  Alice  Calhoun,  bom  November  4.  1899, 
died  August  27,  1902;  John  Frederick,  bom 
August  31.  1901,  died  August  26.  1902:  Clyde 
Carson,  bom  May  31.  1903,  died  October  28, 
1920;  Harold  Benton,  William  Hedges,  Samuel 
Raymond  and  Helen  Florence. 

Reid  Burchfield,  who  is  a civil  engineer,  mar- 
ried Eddie  May  Boatner.  of  Sbn  Luis  Potosi. 
Mexico,  and  resides  in  that  city.  They  have 
the  following  children:  Reid  B.,  Jr..  Edward 

Boatner  and  Edith  May. 

Mary  Eleanor,  Frank  McClelland  and  Henri- 
etta King  remain  with  the  mother  on  the  old 
homestead,  of  which  Frank  has  had  the  active 
management  since  the  death  of  his  father. 

Robert  Reid  Cochran  was  a man  of  sterling 
character  and  worthy  achievement,  loyal  in  all 
relations  of  life,  an  exemplar  of  the  highest 
ideals  of  personal  stewardship,  and  liberal  and 
public-spirited  as  a citizen.  He  was  a democrat 
in  politics  and  a Presbyterian  in  religion.  His 
father  was  a man  of  strong  mind  and  fine  char- 
acteristics, was  an  influential  and  useful  citi- 
zen, and  served  many  years  as  Justice  of  the 
Peace  and  surveyor.  He  also  was  a democrat 
and  a Presbyterian. 

George  W.  Glover.  The  early  life  of  George 
W.  Glover  of  Cadiz  was  passed  in  Jefferson 
County,  where  he  was  bom  May  27,  1840,  and 
his  father,  Josiah  Glover,  was  also  bom  there 
in  1814,  and  died  there  in  1897,  the  parents  both 


being  bom  in  Smithfleld  Township.  The  mother 
was  Mary  Barkhurst,  a daughter  of  William 
and  Nancy  (Hayne)  Barkhurst.  Both  the 
Glover  and  Barkhurst  families  were  pioneer 
residents  of  Jefferson  County.  The  grandfather, 
Josiah  Glover,  and  his  wife,  Nancy  (Hall) 
Glover,  came  from  near  Baltimore  to  Jefferson 
County.  Shortly  after  their  marriage  they  lo- 
cated at  Smithfleld.  He  went  to  Missouri  to 
look  after  some  property  when  he  was  an  old 
man,  and  died  on  a boat  and  was  burled  on  the 
banks  of  the  Mississippi  River. 

Josiah  Glover,  father  of  G.  W.  Glover,  was  a 
farmer  in  Smithfleld  Township,  and  for  many 
years  he  kept  what  was  known  as  the  Country 
Inn.  It  was  a popular  place  with  travelers  and 
especially  with  drovers  who  were  takihg  live- 
stock to  market.  He  always  lived  there.  He 
was  trustee  of  Smithfleld  Township  for  many 
years.  His  children  are:  Sarah  A.,  Nancy,  Su- 
san, George  W.,  Josephine,  J.  C.,  Elizabeth,  Es- 
ther, Malona  and  William.  The  family  be- 
longed to  the  Holmes  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  one  of  the  oldest  churches  in  Ohio. 

George  W.  Glover  attended  the  village  school 
of  York,  and  later  he  was  a student  in  Hope- 
dale  McNeally  Normal,  and  as  a young  man  he 
combined  teaching  with  farming  for  a number 
of  years.  When  he  began  teaching  he  received 
twenty-five  dollars  a month,  but  after  four  years 
he  was  paid  forty  dollars  a month.  He  was  a 
teacher  twelve  years,  teaching  three  years  In  a 
graded  school  in  Illinois.  He  finally  taught  in 
the  public  schools  of  Cadiz  In  1869,  but  was 
forced  to  abandon  the  profession  because  of  ill 
health.  For  the  next  seven  years  Mr.  Glover 
engaged  in  the  boot,  shoe  and  leather  trade  in 
Cadiz.  In  that  time  he  was  elected  town  treas- 
urer and  was  also  treasurer  of  the  school  board. 
For  several  years  after  quitting  the  store  Mr. 
Glover  bought  and  shipped  livestock,  and  he 
also  handled  wool,  buying  and  selling. 

In  1866  Mr.  Glover  married  Jennie  A.  Jami- 
son, a daughter  of  Walter  Jamison,  who  was  a 
pioneer  settler  in  Harrison  County,  having  come 
into  the  community  in  1801 — territorial  days  in 
Ohio.  Mrs.  Glover  died  in  1913.  In  1864  Mr. 
Glover  enlisted  in  Company  H,  One  Hundred 
Fifty-Seventh  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  in  the 
Civil  war,  receiving  his  discharge  after  the  close 
of  the  war,  the  following  year.  He  is  a member 
of  the  Cadiz  Post,  G.  A.  R.,  and  he  has  been 
active  in  republican  politics  of  Harrison  County. 
In  1888  he  was  elected  Joint  senator  from  Har- 
rison and  Belmont  counties,  Ohio,  and  for  a 
time  he  served  as  bookkeeper  in  the  offlce  of  the 
treasurer  of  state. 

Under  the  administration  of  Governor  Bush- 
nell  Mr.  Glover  was  a member  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  Institutions  of 
Ohio.  He  held  this  position  for  five  years  and 
became  familiar  in  that  time  with  the  institu- 
tional life  of  Ohio.  For  many  years  he  was  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  of  Harrison 
County.  Mr.  Glover  Is  a member  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  in  Cadiz. 

For  many  years  he  was  engaged  in  the  breed- 
ing of  blooded  race  horses,  some  of  which  gained 
not  only  a local  but  national  reputation.  He 
perhaps  exhibited  more  live  stock  In  the  east- 
ern counties  of  Ohio  and  the  state  fairs  of 
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Ohio  and  West  Virginia  and  won  more  prizes 
than  any  other  exhibitor  in  eastern  Ohio.  The 
most  noted  of  these  horses  was  “Florence  Night- 
ingale,” known  as  the  “Home  Missionary  Mare,” 
which  name  was  given  her  by  the  fact  that  her 
owner  agreed  to  give  one-tenth  of  her  prize  win- 
ning money  to  the  Home  Missionary  Society. 
She  was  one  of  the  best  known  and  greatly  ad- 
mired horses  ever  exhibited  on  a track  in  this 
section,  admired  not  only  for  her  beauty  but 
for  her  speed. 

Samuel  Q.  Morbow,  treasurer  of  the  Tuscan 
Rubber  & Tire  Company  of  Carrollton,  has  had 
many  associations  with  the  life  and  affairs  of 
several  communities  of  Carroll  County.  For 
many  years  he  was  a successful  educator,  has 
filled  various  offices  of  trust  and  responsibility, 
and  there  are  few  citizens  whose  public  spirit 
and  work  are  better  appreciated  in  the  com- 
munity. 

The  Morrows  have  been  residents  of  Carroll 
County  for  over  fourscore  years.  The  ancestry 
goes  back  to  Ireland.  One  of  the  Irish  family 
went  to  England  and  entered  the  employ  of  an 
English  lord.  He  fell  in  love  with  the  only 
daughter  of  the  titled  Englishman,  his  affec- 
tions were  reciprocated,  and  she  eloped  with  her 
father’s  employe  and  they  went  to  Ireland.  She 
was  disinherited,  but  according  to  all  accounts 
lived  very  happy  in  her  humble  Irish  home.  It 
was  from  this  couple  that  the  first  American 
ancestor  of  Samuel  Q.  Morrow  descended.  His 
name  was  William  Morrow.  He  had  a brother 
Thomas  who  preceded  him  to  America,  though 
his  experiences  after  that  were  unknown.  The 
mother  of  Samuel  Q.  Morrow  also  bore  the  fam- 
ily name  Morrow,  and  it  is  supposed  that  she 
was  a descendant  of  this  Thomas  Morrow. 

William  Morrow  was  born  in  Ireland,  where 
he  married,  and  about  1800  he  immigrated  to 
the  United  States,  his  only  child  dying  on  the 
voyage.  After  coming  to  this  country  fifteen 
children  were  born,  two  of  whom  died  young. 
The  sons  who  reached  mature  years  were  Will- 
iam, Samuel,  James,  Moses  and  Aaron,  while 
the  daughters  were  Mary,  Lydia,  Annie,  Rachael, 
Miram,  Kezlah,  Hannah  and  Phoebe.  William 
Morrow  in  1816  left  Pennsylvania  with  his  fam- 
ily and  moved  to  Stark  County,  Ohio,  settling 
near  Minerva.  As  a pioneer  he  entered  a hun- 
dred sixty  acres  from  the  Government,  and  made 
many  improvements  and  lived  there  until  his 
death,  about  1857.  His  wife  also  died  on  the 
old  homestead. 

Their  son,  James  Morrow,  was  born  in  Penn- 
sylvania in  1808  and  was  about  eight  years  old 
when  brought  to  Ohio.  He  grew  up  on  a farm, 
was  married  in  Carroll  County,  and  then  moved 
to  Jefferson  County,  Ohio.  In  1838  he  acquired 
land  in  Carroll  County,  and  on  March  10,  1839, 
brought  his  family  to  Fox  Township  and  lived 
on  his  farm  there  until  his  death  in  1872.  James 
Morrow  married  Priscilla  Queen,  who  was  born 
in  1811  and  died  In  1899.  Her  father  was  Sam- 
uel Queen,  and  she  was  a half  sister  of  Jonah 
Queen,  a name  mentioned  elsewhere  in  this 
publication.  James  Morrow  was  a republican 
In  politics  and  a member  of  the  Christian 
Church.  He  and  his  wife  had  eight  children  : 
Mary,  who  died  in  infancy;  William  F. ; Jane. 


who  became  the  wife  of  Jacob  Zerbe  and  now 
lives  in  Kansas;  Lydia,  who  died  young;  Aaron, 
who  died  about  1917 ; Jonah,  who  lives  in  Car- 
rollton ; Obediah,  who  died  young ; and  Hannah, 
wife  of  Amos  Moore%  of  Jefferson  County,  Ohio. 

The  third  generation  of  the  family  In  America 
is  represented  by  the  venerable  William  F.  Mor- 
row, who  was  born  in  Jefferson  County  June  1, 
1838,  but  has  been  a resident  of  Carroll  County 
since  he  was  nine  months  old.  He  grew  up  on 
the  farm  In  Fox  Township,  acquired  a public 
school  education  and  also  attended  the  Hope- 
dale  College.  During  1859-60  he  taught  in  Wash- 
ington County,  Illinois,  but  for  over  half  a cen- 
tury applied  his  efforts  to  the  trade  of  carpenter 
and  farming.  He  owned  a hundred  thirty-three 
acres,  including  the  original  eighty  acres  a c 
quired  by  his  father  in  Fox  Township  in  1838. 
The  Morrow  farm  was  sold  in  1919,  in  which 
year  William  F.  Morrow  removed  to  Carrollton, 
where  he  is  still  living  at  the  age  of  eighty-two. 
He  married  Elizabeth  C.  Morrow,  who  was  horn 
in  Pennsylvania  November  27,  1841.  She  died 
March  27,  1910,  at  the  old  homestead  in  Fox 
Township.  To  their  marriage  were  born  nine 
children.  The  oldest,  Louisa  Jane,  is  the  wife 
of  John  Griffith,  and  they  have  four  children; 
Lera  Bell,  wife  of  Charles  Palmer,  Elma  and 
Elva,  twins,  and  Frank.  John,  the  second  of 
the  family,  married  Etta  Ferguson,  and  to  their 
union  were  born  five  children : Edna,  who  died 
in  infancy;  Dorothy,  Joseph,  John  and  Genora. 
Aaron,  better  known  among  his  associates  as 
“Tad,”  married  Mary  Kelley  and  has  two  chil- 
dren, Tipton  and  Edwin.  The  fourth  of  the 
family  is  Samuel  Queen  Morrow,  who  is  a great- 
grandson  of  the  original  settler,  William  Mor- 
row. Fred  Morrow,  the  fifth  child,  married 
Lulu  Twiss,  and  they  had  ten  children:  Paul, 
who  died  February  8,  1920,  at  the  age  of  twenty- 
three;  Lloyd,  Lillian,  Merle,  who  was  killed  in 
1917,  Claire,  Jay,  Helen,  Ethel,  Nettle  and  Mar- 
tha. Sarah  P.  Morrow  is  the  wife  of  Alexander 
McLain  and  has  no  children.  Amos  Leroy, 
known  as  Bob,  married  Mary  Jane  Ford,  of  La- 
trobe,  Pennsylvania.  Anna  is  the  wife  of  Judge 
William  Moffett,  a well-known  character  men- 
tioned elsewhere  in  this  history.  Frank,  who 
lives  at  Denver,  Colorado,  married  Mary  Har- 
lowe,  and  has  four  children,  Helen,  Emmett, 
Edith  and  Margaret. 

These  are  the  children  of  William  F.  Morrow, 
by  his  second  marriage.  His  first  wife  was 
Elizabeth  Griffith,  whom  he  married  in  1862  and 
who  died  in  1866.  The  older  of  her  two  chil- 
dren is  James  William  Morrow  of  Fox  Town- 
ship, Carroll  County,  who  married  Isabel  Den- 
nis and  had  six  children,  Guy,  Floyd,  Elizabeth, 
Ella,  Freeman  and  Sheldon.  The  second  is 
Mary,  widow  of  John  Elliott  and  the  mother  of 
Bessie,  William,  Harry,  Elizabeth,  Anna,  Orville 
and  Hazel. 

This  is  a remarkable  family  record.  Past 
fourscore  and  with  few  of  the  Infirmities  of  that 
age  William  F.  Morrow  is  the  father  of  eleven 
children,  all  of  whom  are  living,  and  it  would 
take  a large  auditorium  to  seat  comfortably  all 
his  children,  grandchildren  and  other  descend- 
ants and  relatives.  William  F.  Morrow  has  been 
a republican  from  almost  the  birth  of  the  party, 
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and  is  an  active  member  of  the  Christian 
Church. 

Samuel  Queen  Morrow  was  born  on  the  old 
farm  in  Fox  Township  August  18,  1873.  In  that 
rural  environment  he  grew  to  manhood,  attended 
the  Greenbrier  School  in  Fox  Township,  took  an 
academic  course  at  Mechanicstown,  and  in  the 
intervals  of  teaching  attended  Mount  Union  Col- 
lege and  the  Ohio  Northern  University  at  Ada. 
He  was  graduated  both  in  the  commercial  and 
pharmacy  courses  and  in  a general  scientific 
course.  The  work  of  teaching  engaged  him 
continuously  until  1900,  in  which  year  he  took 
charge  of  the  L.  D.  Stockon  drug  store  at 
Carrollton.  After  leaving  this  business  in  1904 
he  resumed  teaching  and  was  also  in  the  insur- 
ance business  until  1910.  For  the  following 
three  years  he  had  charge  of  the  business  de- 
partment of  the  Newcastle  High  School  in 
Pennsylvania,  and  returning  to  Carrollton  in 
June.  1913,  became  cashier  and  bookkeeper  for 
the  Tuscan  Rubber  & Tire  Company,  the  busi- 
ness to  which  he  has  since  devoted  his  time 
and  efforts. 

Mr.  Morrow  served  one  term  ns  coroner  of 
Carroll  County  and  has  also  been  clerk  and 
mayor  of  Carrollton.  His  long  experience  as  an 
educator  makes  him  a valuable  member  of  the 
Carrollton  School  Board,  and  in  January.  1920. 
he  was  chosen  president  of  the  board.  Politi- 
cally he  is  a staunch  republican,  is  affiliated 
with  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  and 
the  Rebekahs,  and  is  a member  of  the  Lutheran 
Church.  March  31,  1904,  Mr.  Morrow  married 
Miss  Clara  Merrlgan,  of  Carroll  County.  They 
have  two  children,  Margaret  and  William  Fred. 

George  E.  Pretty  in  a comparatively  brief 
career  has  made  himself  an  important  factor 
in  the  business  affairs  of  Carrollton.  One  of 
the  most  Important  business  institutions  of  the 
county  Is  the  Tuscan  Tire  & Rubber  Company, 
with  which  he  has  been  identified  continuously 
for  fifteen  years,  beginning  practically  when  a 
boy.  He  is  now  head  of  the  traffic  and  service 
department  of  the  corporation. 

Mr.  Pretty  was  born  on  a farm  in  Center 
Township,  Carroll  County,  August  8,  1888,  son 
of  William  and  Elizabeth  Pretty.  His  parents 
were  born  in  England,  where  they  were  married, 
and  located  in  Carroll  County  in  1880.  William 
Pretty  was  a farmer  in  Center  Township  until 
his  death  in  1902.  All  of  their  ten  children  are 
still  living. 

George  E.  Pretty  grew  up  on  the  old  farm,  and 
was  only  fourteen  years  of  age  when  his  father 
died.  Besides  the  district  schools  he  attended 
the  Carrollton  High  School  and  in  1905,  at  the 
age  of  seventeen,  entered  the  Mitzel  Rubber 
Plant,  now  the  Tuscan  Tire  & Rubber  Company. 
He  was  a factory  workman,  being  employed  for 
a time  in  the  dipping  department,  later  had 
charge  of  the  inner  tube  department,  and,  show- 
ing ability  and  readiness  to  assume  responsi- 
bilities, has  had  an  active  part  In  the  business 
management  practically  ever  since  he  reached 
his  majority.  Since  1917  he  has  had  charge 
of  the  traffic  and  service  department. 

Mr.  Pretty  has  also  taken  a considerable  in- 
terest in  politics  and  for  the  year  1920  has  the 
responsibilities  of  executive  secretary  and  mem- 


ber of  the  executive  committee  of  the  Carroll 
County  democratic  party.  He  has  also  served 
as  clerk  of  the  Election  Board.  He  is  affiliated 
with  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows. 
Mr.  Pretty  In  1909  married  Letha  Davis,  of  Co- 
lumbus, Ohio,  a daughter  of  George  Wesley 
Davis. 

Two  of  Mr.  Pretty’s  brothers  earned  records 
as  soldiers  during  the  Wrorld  war.  Albert  en- 
listed June  18,  1918,  and  was  sent  to  Cincinnati 
and  given  an  intensive  course  of  instruction  in 
cabinet  making  at  the  Hughes  High  School  for 
about  three  months.  Later  he  was  at  Camp 
Mead,  Maryland,  until  the  latter  part  of  Feb- 
ruary, 1919,  when  he  was  sent  to  Fort  Howard 
in  the  same  state  and  received  his  honorable 
discharge  in  April.  The  other  brother,  Howard, 
left  his  work  in  the  Tuscan  Tire  & Rubber  Com- 
pany’s plant  and  enlisted  June  18,  1918,  in  the 
naval  aviation  section.  He  was  at  the  Philadel- 
phia Navy  Yard  and  July  5th  sailed  for  France. 
He  was  on  duty  at  Bordeaux  until  November, 
1918,  when  he  was  sent  to  East  Leigh.  England, 
and  in  December  returned  to  Pelham  Bay,  Long 
Island,  and  was  granted  his  discharge  in  Feb- 
ruary. 1919. 

William  Lee  Sharp,  a druggist  of  Cadiz,  was 
born  in  that  city  on  July  14.  1862,  the  son  of 
Dr.  William  T.  and  Elizabeth  (Carnahan) 
Sharp.  The  Sharps  are  of  English  stock  and  the 
family  was  founded  in  America  by  William 
Sharp,  great-grandfather  of  the  present  genera- 
tion. who  came  over  near  the  Revolutionary 
period.  His  son,  John  Sharp,  was  among  the 
Harrison  County  pioneers.  He  married  Catha- 
rine, a daughter  of  David  Thompson,  who  was 
early  in  the  community.  However,  In  1834  John 
Sharp  and  his  wife  removed  to  Holmes  County. 
They  were  the  parents  of  Dr.  William  T.  Sharp, 
David.  John.  James,  George,  Samuel,  Martha, 
Marc- ret  and  Joseph. 

William  T.  Sharp  was  born  on  the  outskirts 
of  Cadiz  and  spent  his  boyhood  on  the  farm. 
He  attended  Franklin  College  and  was  gradu- 
ated from  a college  In  Guernsey  County,  Ohio. 
He  read  medicine  under  Dr.  John  McBean,  of 
Cadiz,  and  was  graduated  from  Jefferson  Medi- 
cal College  in  1859  with  the  degree  of  M.  D.  He 
began  the  practice  of  medicine  in  partnership 
with  Dr.  McBean,  but  in  1864  he  opened  a drug 
store,  which  he  conducted  in  conjunction  with 
his  medical  practice.  On  October  12,  1859,  he 
mnrried  Elizabeth  Carnahan,  the  daughter  of 
John  and  Martha  (Henderson)  Carnahan,  and 
their  children  are  John  Clarence,  William  Lee, 
Preston  McCready,  Caroline  Martha,  Mary  Belle 
and  George  Cunningham  Sharp.  In  the  Car- 
nahan lineage.  Elizabeth  was  the  fourth  daugh- 
ter in  the  family  of  John  and  Martha  (Hender- 
son) Carnahan,  the  others  being:  Henderson, 
Belle.  Thomas  L.  and  Martha. 

As  a young  man  W.  L.  Sharp  spent  ten  years 
as  a Cadiz  Township  farmer,  and  in  1891  en- 
tered the  drug  store  as  the  partner  of  his  father. 
Since  the  death  of  his  father  he  has  conducted 
the  business  alone.  On  November  29.  1899,  Mr. 
Scott  married  Lyda  F..  a daughter  of  J.  M.  Ste- 
venson. Their  children  are:  John  C.,  born  Sep- 
tember 27,  1900;  William  Lee,  who  died  when 
eighteen  months  old:  and  Lee,  born  April  18, 
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1909.  Through  all  the  generations  the  Sharps 
have  been  United  Presbyterians. 

The  Stevenson  family  lineage  shows  John  M. 
Stevenson  was  born  In  Lee  Township,  Carroll 
County,  March  4,  1846,  and  that  his  father,  Da- 
vid Stevenson,  came  from  Londonderry,  Ire- 
land. The  wife,  Agnes  Miller,  was  also  born  in 
Ireland  and  they  were  married  there.  Back 
of  that  the  ancestry  was  Scotch,  but  it  is  known 
that  David  Stevenson  was  a young  married  man 
with  four  children  born  in  Ireland.  When  he 
came  to  this  country  he  located  for  a time  in 
Steubenville,  Jefferson  County,  coming  finally  to 
Carroll  County.  The  children  born  in  Ireland 
are:  Matthew,  Josiah,  Fannie  and  John,  the 
latter  dying  aboard  ship  while  crossing  the  At- 
lantic and  was  buried  in  New  York  City.  The 
children  born  in  America  are:  Eliza  Jane,  El- 

len, Mary  Ann,  David,  William  R.  and  John  M. 
Stevenson.  The  Stevensons  were  also  United 
Presbyterians. 

As  a young  man  Mr.  Stevenson  was  an  auc- 
tioneer combined  with  his  farm  activities.  In 
1885  he  moved  from  Carroll  to  Harrison  County, 
locating  in  North  Township,  near  Scio,  where 
he  spent  sixteen  years  as  a farmer.  In  1901  he 
removed  to  Cadiz,  engaging  for  six  years  as  a 
granite  dealer.  From  Cadiz  he  removed  to  Cam- 
bridge, where  he  operated  a livery  and  boarding 
stable  six  years.  Mr.  Stevenson  finally  returned 
to  Cadiz,  where  he  formed  a business  relation 
with  Frank  Longley,  the  firm  being  Longley  and 
Stevenson,  and  they  deal  in  granite.  Since 
1917  Mr.  Stevenson  has  been  sheriff  of  Harri- 
son County. 

In  1869  J.  M.  Stevenson  married  Jennie  M., 
daughter  of  Andrew  George.  Their  children 
are:  William  R. : David:  George,  deceased; 

twins,  Agnes  and  Anna ; Lydia,  Mrs.  W.  L. 
Sharp;  and  Pearl,  deceased.  Mr.  Stevenson 
holds  membership  in  the  Masonic  and  I.  O.  O.  fc\ 
lodges  in  Cadiz. 

Christopheb  E.  Arnold,  the  proprietor  of  a 
valuable  farm  of  eighty-seven  and  one-half  acres 
in  Freeport  Township,  Harrison  County,  and  a 
farmer  and  citizen  of  substantial  standing,  still 
In  the  prime  of  a useful  life,  is  a native  of 
Guernsey  County,  Ohio,  and  was  born  July  29, 
1864,  a son  of  David  and  Delilah  (Decker) 
Arnold. 

William  Arnold,  the  paternal  grandfather  of 
Christopher  E.,  was  an  agriculturist  of  Guern- 
sey County,  and  there  married  Caroline  Haden, 
by  whom  he  had  eight  children:  Henry,  David, 
Azriah,  Samuel,  Lewis,  Leander,  Sarah  Jane 
and  Isabel.  David  Arnold  was  born  in  Guern- 
sey County,  where  he  followed  the  pursuits  of 
the  soil  until  about  1881,  in  that  year  removing 
to  Freeport  Township,  Harrison  County.  He 
remained  there  only  two  years,  however,  subse- 
quently moving  to  Nottingham  Township,  where 
he  passed  nineteen  years  in  farming  and  raising 
stock,  and  finally  located  at  Smyrna.  Guernsey 
County,  where  his  death  occurred.  He  married 
Delilah  Decker,  who  was  also  a native  of  Guern- 
sey County,  daughter  of  Joseph  and  Catherine 
Decker,  farming  people  of  that  county,  and  the 
youngest  in  a family  of  six  children,  the  others 
being:  John.  Lewis,  Henry,  Sarah  and  Mary. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  David  Arnold  were  members  of 


the  Methodist  Church  and  the  parents  of  eight 
children:  Retta,  Anna,  Ross  W.f  C.  E.,  Mar- 

garet, David  H.,  Mary  and  Ida,  of  whom  Mar- 
garet died  when  small. 

Christopher  E.  Arnold  attended  the  public 
schools  of  Guernsey  and  Harrison  counties  and 
was  reared  as  an  agriculturist,  residing  on  the 
home  farm  until  his  marriage,  January  30,  1890, 
to  Miss  Susan  Sears,  daughter  of  David  and 
Margaret  (Morton)  Sears.  Following  his  mar- 
riage Mr.  Arnold  commenced  farming  in  Not- 
tingham Township,  but  after  one  year  removed 
to  Guernsey  County,  which  was  his  home  and 
the  scene  of  his  agricultural  activities  for  twelve 
years.  In  April,  1903,  he  moved  to  his  present 
farm  in  Freeport  Township,  where  he  has  eighty- 
seven  and  one-half  acres  of  land,  all  under  a 
high  state  of  cultivation  and  devoted  to  general 
farming  and  dairying.  Mr.  Arnold  has  a most 
modernly  equipped  estate  in  every  particular, 
and  his  buildings  are  equipped  with  electric 
lights  and  other  conveniences.  He  is  an  intel- 
ligent, systematic  and  progressive  farmer,  and 
has  made  an  excellent  record  as  a worthy  rep- 
resentative of  the  best  agricultural  element  of 
Harrison  County. 

Six  children  have  been  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Arnold:  Veda,  who  married  Marshall  Huston 

and  resides  on  the  Arnold  farm,  and  they  have 
a daughter,  Helen  Louise;  Ethel,  who  married 
Kenneth  Smith  and  resides  at  Canton;  Ralph, 
who  married  Dora  Morris,  and  lives  at  Canton, 
with  one  son,  Wayne;  Wade  W.,  who  entered 
the  United  States  service  September  19,  1918, 
was  stationed  at  Cincinnati  in  the  General  Me- 
chanics’ School,  received  his  honorable  discharge 
December  20,  1919,  and  now  resides  at  Canton, 
married  Hallie  Clark  and  has  one  son,  Robert 
Leon ; Kelly,  who  lives  at  Canton ; and  one  son 
who  died  in  infancy  unnamed.  Mrs.  Arnold  is  a 
member  of  the  Methodist  Church  at  Smyrna. 
Mr.  Arnold  takes  a good  citizen’s  interest  in 
public  affairs,  and  creditably  fulfills  his  obli- 
gations as  a member  of  the  community.  He  is 
a republican. 

David  Sears.  Harrison  County  counts  among 
its  roll  of  departed  citizens  few  who  left  be- 
hind* more  substantial  evidences  of  association 
with  its  agricultural  affairs  than  the  late  David 
Sears.  As  a farmer  and  public-spirited  citizen 
he  came  and  went  among  the  people  of  Freeport 
Township  from  the  time  of  his  boyhood  until 
his  death,  October  16,  1905,  and  there  remains 
in  his  wake  an  impression  of  practical  useful- 
ness, of  genuine,  dependable  character,  due  in 
part  to  his  sterling  ancestry,  but  more  directly 
traceable  to  his  untiring  zeal  and  ready  recog- 
nition of  opportunity. 

Mr.  Sears  was  born  June  22,  1815,  in  Notting- 
ham Township,  Harrison  County,  a son  of  Jona- 
than and  Susan  (Sing)  Sears,  the  former  a na- 
tive of  Pennsylvania  and  the  latter  of  Chester 
County,  that  state.  His  father  came  to  Har- 
rison County  prior  to  the  War  of  1812,  in  which 
struggle  he  participated  for  a short  time,  and 
lived  in  Nottingham  Township  until  1818,  when 
ho  went  to  Freeport  and  became  a tanner,  a 
business  which  he  followed  during  the  remain- 
der of  his  life.  He  and  his  wife  were  faithful 
members  of  the  Methodist  Church  and  the  par- 
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ents  of  six  children : Jonathan,  Lemuel,  George, 
David,  Hannah  and  Susan. 

David  Sears  was  but  three  years  of  age  when 
brought  by  his  parents  from  Nottingham  Town- 
ship to  Freeport  Township,  and  In  the  latter  lo- 
cality his  education  was  acquired  in  the  early 
public  schools.  He  early  adopted  the  vocation 
of  farming  as  his  life  work,  and  this  he  followed 
without  cessation  during  a long  and  honorable 
career,  and  not  only  accumulated  a valuable 
property  but  won  the  esteem  of  his  fellow-citi- 
zens in  unqualified  degree.  To  have  known  him 
was  to  have  one’s  confidence  in  human  nature 
strengthened  and  one’s  faith  in  the  homely, 
straight-forward  virtues  which  tend  to  public 
confidence  fortified.  Mr.  Sears  married  Miss 
Margaret  Morton,  who  was  born  in  Harrison 
County,  November  12,  1826,  and  died  May  2, 
1906.  She  was  a daughter  of  Samuel  and  Jane 
(McKee)  Morton,  the  former  a native  of  Jef- 
ferson County,  Ohio,  and  the  latter  of  the  state 
of  Pennsylvania.  Mr.  Morton  was  one  of  the 
pioneers  of  Harrison  County,  and  he  and  his 
worthy  wife  were  the  parents  of  ten  children : 
Margaret,  John,  Esther,  Thomas,  Belle,  Mary, 
Hannah,  Archibald,  Sarah  and  Elizabeth. 

Fourteen  children  were  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
David  Sears:  Elizabeth  Anna  and  Mary  Jane, 

who  died  in  childhood;  Albert  and  Amanda, 
who  are  still  residents  of  the  old  home  farm 
and  highly-respected  citizens  of  Freeport  Town- 
ship, where  they  have  numerous  friends;  John 
T. ; James,  deceased;  Hannah  B.,  who  died 
when  small;  Wesley  D.  deceased;  Delno;  Susan, 
the  wife  of  Christopher  E.  Arnold,  an  agricul- 
turist of  Freeport  Township;  Charles;  Jona- 
than, who  died  in  infancy;  Emma  and  Hattie. 
The  old  home  property  is  still  kept  in  the  fam- 
ily name  by  Albert  and  Amanda  Sears,  who 
operate  the  property  and  carry  on  general  farm- 
ing and  stock-raising  In  the  same  worthy  and 
progressive  manner  that  made  their  father 
successful. 

Geobge  C.  Rankin.  No  mediocre  success  has 
been  that  achieved  by  Mr.  Rankin  in  his  self- 
reliant  activities,  and  he  now  has  secure  place 
as  one  of  the  representative  business  men  of 
Carrollton,  Judicial  center  of  Carroll  County, 
where  his  well  equipped  jewelry  and  optical  es- 
tablishment has  a large  and  appreciative  sup- 
porting patronage. 

George  Cummings  Rankin  was  born  in  Jeffer- 
son County,  Ohio,  on  the  8th  of  January,  1882, 
and  is  a son  of  William  A.  and  Emma  (Cum- 
•mlngs)  Rankin/ both  likewise  natives  of  Jeffer- 
son County.  The  paternal  grandparents  rtf  the 
subject  of  this  sketch  were  Thomas  and  Ann 
Jane  (Tennant)  Rankin,  the  latter  of  whom  was 
a daughter  of  a sturdy  Scotsman  who  became 
one  of  the  earliest  settlers  in  what  is  now  Lee 
Township,  Carroll  County,  where  he  reclaimed 
a pioneer  farm  and  where  he  continued  to  re- 
side until  his  death,  at  the  patriarchal  age  of 
101  years  and  three  months.  William  A.  Ran- 
kin learned  in  his  youth  the  trade  of  blacksmith, 
and  this  trade  he  followed  actively  at  Amster- 
dam, Jefferson  County,  and  at  other  places  in 
this  section  of  his  native  state. 

When  George  C.  Rankin  was  a lad  of  eight 
years  he  was  taken  into  the  home  of  the  Law- 


rence family  of  Lee  Township,  Carroll  County, 
and  with  this  family  he  remained  until  he  was 
twenty  years  of  age.  He  was  afforded  the  ad- 
vantages of  the  public  schools  of  Carroll  County, 
as  well  as  those  of  the  academy  at  Harlem 
Springs,  this  county,  and  thereafter  he  further 
fortified  himself  by  taking  a course  in  a business 
college  at  East  Liverpool.  It  was  also  at  East 
Liverpool  that  he  initiated  a practical  appren- 
ticeship to  the  jeweler’s  trade,  in  which  he  be- 
came a skilled  workman.  There  he  remained 
eight  years,  after  which  he  worked  at  his  trade 
six  months  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  Pennsyl- 
vania, and  an  equal  period  In  Detroit,  Michigan, 
in  which  cities  he  perfected  himself  in  the  art 
of  engraving  as  applied  in  connection  with  the 
jewelry  business.  For  three  years  he  was  em- 
ployed at  his  trade  at  Flint,  Michigan,  and  dur- 
ing the  ensuing  three  years  he  was  similarly 
engaged  at  Youngstown,  Ohio,  from  which  city 
he  then  came  to  Carrollton  and  established  his 
present  business,  in  which  he  is  meeting  with 
unqualified  success.  Mr.  Rankin  is  affiliated 
with  Hebron  Lodge  No.  55,  Independent  Order 
of  Odd  Fellows,  at  Youngstown;  and  he  and  his 
wife  are  zealous  members  of  the  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church  of  Carrollton,  in  which  he  is  serv- 
ing as  a member  of  the  Official  Board. 

In  June,  1910,  Mr.  Rankin  wedded  Miss  Wi- 
nona Cravin,  who  was  born  at  Harlem  Springs, 
Carroll  County,  and  who  died  in  February,  1916, 
no  children  having  been  born  of  this  union.  In 
May,  1918,  was  solemnized  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Rankin  to  Miss  Eleanor  Miller,  who  was  bora  in 
Lee  Township,  Carroll  County,  a daughter  of 
John  J.  and  Mary  (Lee)  Miller.  Mrs.  Rankin 
was  graduated  from  the  Carrollton  High  School, 
and  prior  to  her  marriage  had  been  for  eight 
years  a popular  teacher  in  the  public  schools. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Rankin  have  a fine  little  son, 
George  Erwin,  who  was  born  November  6,  1919. 

Gbobge  H.  Collins  has  been  long  and  promi- 
nently associated  with  important  business  and 
industrial  interests  in  his  native  county  and  is 
the  efficient  and  popular  cashier  of  the  Jewett 
State  Bank,  a position  of  which  he  has  been  the 
incumbent  from  the  time  of  the  incorporation  of 
this  substantial  Harrison  County  institution. 
He  is  one  of  the  liberal  and  progressive  citizens 
of  the  thriving  village  of  Jewett,  and  is  entitled 
to  special  recognition  in  this  publication — not 
only  by  reason  of  his  personal  achievement  but 
also  on  account  of  his  being  a representative 
of  an  honored  pioneer  family  in  Harrison 
County. 

Mr.  Collins  was  born  in  Moorefleld  Township, 
Harrison  County,  on  the  2d  of  September,  1850, 
and  is  a son  of  Zachariah  and  Rachel  (Wil- 
loughby) Collins,  whose  marriage  was  solem- 
nized on  the  16th  of  August,  1849.  Zachariah 
Collins  was  bora  at  Frederiektown,  Maryland, 
on  the  7th  of  April,  1829,  and  his  wife  was  bora 
in  Knox  County,  Ohio,  on  the  14th  of  October, 
1831,  a daughter  of  Henry  and  Maria  (Furnice) 
Willoughby.  Henry  Willoughby  was  born  in 
England  In  the  year  1800,  and  was  a son  of 
William  Willoughby.  When  a lad  of  fourteen 
years  he  ran  away  from  home  and  crossed  the 
Atlantic  Ocean  to  America.  He  settled  In  Can- 
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ada,  and  there  entered  the  Canadian  forces  of 
the  English  army,  in  which  he  continued  to 
serve  seven  years  and  six  months.  After  his 
retirement  from  military  service  he  made  two 
visits  to  his  native  land,  and  finally  he  came 
from  Canada  to  the  United  States  and  settled  in 
Knox  County,  Ohio,  whence  he  later  removed 
with  his  family  to  Morrow  County,  though  the 
closing  years  of  his  life  were  passed  near  Mount 
Vernon,  Knox  County,  where  he  died  in  18S2. 
He  was  a life  long  communicant  of  the  church 
representing  the  established  Anglican  faith,  his 
membership  in  the  United  States  having  been 
maintained  in  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church, 
and  his  wife  held  membership  in  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church.  His  wife  preceded  him  to 
the  life  eternal.  Their  children  were  ten  in 
number.  Mr.  Willoughby  was  a mason  by  trade 
and  did  a large  amount  of  important  construc- 
tion service  at  his  trade  during  the  period  of 
his  residence  in  Knox  County,  Ohio,  he  having 
been  the  master  mason  in  the  construction  of 
that  enduring  stone  structure,  Kenyon  College, 
at  Gambier,  Ohio. 

Zachariah  Collins  was  a son  of  George  and 
Eliza  (Bear)  Collins,  both  of  whom  were  born 
at  Prederlcktown,  Maryland,  in  which  state 
they  remained  until  1832,  when  with  wagon  and 
a four-horse  team  they  made  the  long  overland 
journey  to  Ohio  and  settled  in  Moorefleld  Towm- 
ship,  Harrison  County.  In  the  village  of  Moore- 
fleld Mr.  Collins  engaged  in  the  work  of  his 
trade,  that  of  shoemaker,  and  later  he  turned 
his  attention  to  farm  enterprise  in  Moorefleld 
Township,  where  he  remained  on  his  homestead 
farm  until  his  death  in  1870,  at  the  age  of 
seventy-four  years,  his  wife  likewise  having 
been  well  advanced  in  years  at  the  time  of  her 
death  and  both  having  been  devout  members  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  in  which  he 
gave  earnest  service  in  the  office  of  classleader. 
They  became  the  parents  of  a fine  family  of 
fourteen  children,  and  the  names  of  the  eleven 
who  attained  to  years  of  maturity  are  here 
designated  : William,  Amanda,  Catherine,  Mary, 
Zachariah,  George  P.,  Nicholas,  John  W.,  Cy- 
rena,  Eliza  A.  and  Thomas. 

Zachariah  Collins  was  about  four  years  of 
age  at  the  time  of  the  family  migration  to  Har- 
rison County,  where  he  was  reared  to  manhood 
and  received  the  advantages  of  the  pioneer 
schools  in  Moorefleld  Township.  As  a youth  he 
learned  the  shoemaker’s  trade  under  the  direc- 
tion of  his  father,  and  he  had  the  satisfaction 
of  personally  manufacturing  the  first  pair  of 
boots  that  he  himself  used.  In  1850.  within  a 
few  months  after  his  marriage,  Mr.  Collins  pur- 
chased about  three  acres  of  land  in  Moorefleld 
Township,  and  on  this  miniature  farm  he  and 
his  young  wife  established  their  home  in  a pio- 
neer log  house.  Eventually  Mr.  Collins  became 
the  owner  of  an  excellent  farm  of  163  acres  in 
Moorefleld  Township,  and  on  his  land  he  platted 
a portion  of  the  village  of  Piedmont.  He  re- 
mained on  his  farm,  upon  which  he  had  erected 
good  buildings,  until  his  death,  which  occurred 
on  the  12th  of  November,  1884,  his  widow  re- 
maining on  the  old  homestead  until  May,  1901, 
when  she  purchased  a residence  In  Jewett,  Ohio, 
where  she  resided  about  three  years.  She  passed 
away  on  March  18,  1904.  Her  remains  were  laid 


beside  her  husband  in  the  Belmont  Ridge  Ceme- 
tery in  Flushing  Township,  Belmont  County, 
Ohio.  She  was  a devoted  member  of  the  Meth- 
odist Episcopal  Church.  The  religious  faith  of 
Mr.  Collins  was  that  of  the  Protestant  Meth- 
odist Church.  Of  the  children  George  H.,  of 
this  review,  is  the  eldest;  Nicholas  B.  is  a law- 
yer by  profession  and  is  now  a representative 
member  of  the  bar  of  Ohio’s  capital  city,  Colum- 
bus; Elizabeth  died  July  5,  1S04 ; Ann  Eliza  be- 
came the  wife  of  David  N.  Reynolds,  and  they 
resided  in  Belmont  County,  but  both  died  In 
Piedmont.  Ohio;  Parley  A.  is  the  wife  of  Frank 
J.  Mead,  of  St.  Clairsville,  Belmont  County;  and 
William  W.,  who  remained  with  his  mother  on 
the  old  home  farm,  is  now  a resident  of  the  city 
of  Detroit,  Michigan. 

In  the  Belmont  Ridge  district  school,  on  the 
line  between  Harrison  and  Belmont  counties, 
George  H.  Collins  obtained  his  preliminary  edu- 
cation, which  was  supplemented  by  a two  years’ 
course  in  the  McNealy  Normal  School  at  Hope- 
dale.  where  he  was  a student  in  1869-70.  There- 
after he  devoted  about  six  years  to  successful 
service  as  a teacher  in  the  district  schools,  and 
in  1878  attended  the  celebrated  Eastman  Busi- 
ness College  in  the  city  of  Poughkeepsie,  New 
York.  In  the  autumn  of  the  following  year  he 
erected  a store  and  dwelling  house  in  the  vil- 
lage of  Piedmont,  and  in  April,  1880,  he  in- 
stalled in  his  store  a stock  of  general  merchan- 
dise. the  same  having  represented  a valuation 
of  $2,800.  He  developed  a substantial  and  pros- 
perous mercantile  business,  to  the  management 
of  which  he  continued  to  give  his  attention  until 
1893,  when  he  sold  the  stock  and  business.  In 
the  meanwhile  he  had  served  two  terms  as  post- 
master of  the  village.  After  his  retirement 
from  business  Mr.  Collins  passed  one  year  on  the 
old  home  farm  in  Moorefleld  Township,  and  for 
eighteen  months  thereafter  he  was  engaged  in 
farming  in  German  Township.  On  the  1st  of 
April,  1896,  he  established  his  home  in  the  vil- 
lage of  Jewett,  where  he  has  since  resided.  On 
the  5th  of  September,  1898,  he  here  became 
associated  with  Dr.  William  L.  England  and 
Robert  W.  Read  in  establishing  the  Jewett  Bank. 
They  continued  the  enterprise  successfully  as  a 
private  bank  until  1909,  when  the  business  was 
reorganized  and  incorporated  under  the  present 
title,  the  Jewett  State  Bank,  operations  being 
based  upon  a capital  stock  of  $25,000  and  Mr. 
Collins  having  continuously  served  as  cashier  of 
the  institution,  the  success  of  which  has  been 
in  large  measure  due  to  his  careful  and  con- 
servative management  and  progressive  policies.. 
Mr.  Collins  is  a republican  in  his  political  alle- 
giance. has  given  effective  service  as  a member 
of  the  village  council  of  Jewett  and  also  ns  a 
member  of  the  municipal  board  of  control.  His 
wife  is  an  earnest  communicant  of  the  local 
Lutheran  Church,  to  which  he  gives  liberal 
support. 

On  the  11th  of  May.  1880,  was  solemnized  the 
marriage  of  Mr.  Collins  to  Miss  Elizabeth  A. 
Hilbert,  who  was  born  in  German  Township, 
Harrison  County,  on  the  6th  of  February.  1854. 
and  who  is  a daughter  of  the  late  Henry  and 
Margaret  (Flnnicum)  Hilbert  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Collins  became  the  parents  of  two  children. 
Earl  H.  was  boro  April  9,  1881,  and  has  served 
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since  1905  as  assistant  cashier  of  the  Jewett 
State  Bank.  He  married  Miss  Mary  Hauck, 
and  they  have  three  children:  Edwin  H.,  bom 
Febraary  9,  1910 ; Hilbert  S.,  bom  March  2, 1912, 
and  Eleanor  E.,  bom  May  12,  1914.  Clara  M. 
Collins  was  bom  Jane  22,  1883,  and  her  death 
occurred  on  the  25th  of  August,  1897. 

Nelson  B.  Simpson  is  one  of  the  progressive 
farmers  of  Washington  Township,  Harrison 
County,  where  he  stages  his  productive  enter- 
prise on  the  fine  old  homestead  farm  which  was 
the  place  of  his  birth.  He  is  a popular  repre- 
sentative of  one  of  the  oldest  and  most  honored 
pioneer  families  of  Harrison  County,  with 
whose  civic  and  industrial  development  the  fam- 
ily name  has  been  closely  associated  for  more 
than  a century.  The'  progenitor  of  this  well- 
known  Harrison  County  family  was  John  Simp- 
son, who  was  bom  in  Ireland  and  who  came  to 
America  in  1798,  his  marriage  to  Miss  Mary 
McElroy  having  been  solemnized  in  Washington 
County,  Pennsylvania.  About  the  opening  of 
the  nineteenth  century  John  Simpson  came  with 
his  family  from  Pennsylvania  to  Ohio  and  num- 
bered himself  as  one  of  the  sturdy,  self-reliant 
and  ambitious  pioneers  of  Harrison  County.  He 
reclaimed  from  the  virgin  forest  a productive 
farm  in  Stock  Township,  and  with  his  noble  wife 
he  endured  the  manifold  hardships  and  straggles 
which  fell  to  the  lot  of  the  early  settlers  in  this 
now  favored  section  of  the  Buckeye  State.  Here 
these  worthy  pioneers  reared  their  large  family 
of  children,  who  in  turn  took  up  the  labors  and 
responsibilities  incidental  to  continued  develop- 
ment and  progress  in  the  county,  and  the  names 
of  these  sterling  founders  merit  a place  of  honor 
in  the  history  of  the  county. 

John  Simpson,  Jr.,  son  of  John  and  Mary 
(McElroy)  Simpson,  was  bom  on  the  old  pio- 
neer homestead  in  Stock  Township  in  the  year 
1814,  and  it  was  here  that  his  father  died  in 
1836.  He  was  reared  under  pioneer  conditions 
and  influences,  early  gained  fellowship  with  the 
arduous  work  of  the  pioneer  farm,  and  in  the 
meanwhile  profited  by  the  advantages  of  the 
primitive  schools  of  the  locality  and  period.  At 
the  age  of  twenty-five  years  he  married  Miss 
Margaret  Law,  of  Monroe  Township.  Of  this 
union  were  born  the  following  children : Mary 
Ann  (Mrs.  Joseph  Patterson),  Martha  (Mrs. 
Robert  Birney),  Margaret  (Mrs.  Frank  Welch), 
Matthew  W.,  William,  Frank  and  Ella.  The 
parents  were  earnest  members  and  supporters 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and  in  poli- 
tics Mr.  Simpson  became  a staunch  advocate  of 
the  principles  of  the  republican  party.  Mr. 
Simpson’s  death  occurred  In  the  year  1877,  and 
his  wife  survived  him  by  several  years. 

Matthew  W.  Simpson,  of  the  third  generation 
of  the  family  in  Harrison  County,  was  bom  on 
his  father’s  farm  in  Stock  Township  on  the  20th 
of  August,  1846,  and  here  he  was  reared  to  man- 
hood, with  educational  privileges  such  as  the 
common  schools  of  the  day  afforded.  September 
16,  1869,  recorded  his  marriage  to  Miss  Rebecca 
Birney,  who  likewise  was  bom  and  reared  in 
this  county  and  who  Is  a daughter  of  the  late 
John  Birney.  In  the  spring  of  1871  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Simpson  established  their  residence  on 
their  present  fine  homestead  farm  in  the  eastern 


part  of  Washington  Township,  and  here  they 
have  remained  during  the  long  intervening  years 
which  have  compassed  the  development  of  their 
farm  into  one  of  the  finest  in  the  township.  Mr. 
Simpson  achieved  unqualified  success  in  his  ef- 
fective enterprise  as  an  agriculturist  and  stock- 
grower,  and  on  the  place  he  erected  in  1887  one 
of  the  most  substantial,  commodious  and  attrac- 
tive farm  houses  in  the  county.  This  fine  brick 
structure,  designed  by  Mr.  Simpson  himself,  is 
in  the  form  of  a Greek  cross,  with  large  bow 
windows  extending  from  the  ground  floor  to  the 
roof  projection.  The  building  has  a slate  roof, 
and  the  interior  finishing,  in  chestnut,  black- 
walnut  and  oak,  marks  the  house  further  as 
one  of  the  most  attractive  in  Harrison  County. 
The  farm  estate  of  Mr.  Simpson  comprises  240 
acres,  and  In  the  gracious  evening  of  their  long 
and  useful  lives  he  and  his  wife  occupy  their 
beautiful  home  and  enjoy  to  the  full  the  re- 
wards of  former  years  of  earnest  endeavor — 
secure  in  the  high  esteem  of  all  who  know  them 
and  honored  as  worthy  representative  of  pio- 
neer families  of  this  section  of  the  state.  In 
connection  with  his  extensive  farm  enterprise 
Mr.  Simpson  for  many  years  conducted  a sub- 
stantial business  In  the  buying  and  shipping  of 
live  stock. 

At  the  inception  of  the  Civil  war  Mr.  Simpson 
was  too  young  to  be  eligible  for  military  service, 
but  on  the  10th  of  May,  1864,  at  the  age  of 
seventeen  years,  he  enlisted  in  the  One  Hundred 
and  Seventieth  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  with 
which  he  participated  In  a number  of  skirmishes 
and  other  minor  engagements,  his  regiment  hav- 
ing been  assigned  to  the  Army  of  the  Potomac 
and  his  service  having  continued  until  Septem- 
ber 10,  1864,  when  he  received  his  honorable  dis- 
charge. Mr.  Simpson  has  ever  been  a stalwart 
In  the  local  camp  of  the  republican  party,  and 
he  and  his  wife  are  earnest  members  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  In  which  he  has 
served  In  various  official  positions.  Of  their 
three  children  Vincent,  the  youngest  son,  re- 
mains with  the  parents  on  the  old  homestead; 
John  died  in  infancy;  and  Nelson  B.  is  the  sub- 
ject of  this  sketch. 

Nelson  B.  Simpson  has  been  continuously  as- 
sociated with  the  varied  operations  of  the  fine 
old  homestead  farm  from  his  early  youth,  and 
his  present  farm,  a part  of  the  family  estate, 
adjoins  the  homestead  place  of  his  father.  He 
gained  his  youthful  education  in  the  public 
schools  of  his  native  county,  and  here  he  has 
proved  a worthy  successor  of  his  honored  father 
in  the  active  prosecution  of  well  ordered  agri- 
cultural and  live-stock  enterprise.  He  Is  a 
staunch  supporter  of  the  cause  of  the  repub- 
lican party,  is  loyal  and  progressive  as  a citizen 
and  takes  deep  interest  In  all  things  touching 
the  wellbeing  of  his  native  county. 

He  and  his  wife  hold  membership  in  the  Meth- 
odist Episcopal  Church  at  Freeport,  as  do  also 
his  parents. 

October  25,  1894,  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Simpson  to  Miss  Margaret  Hamilton,  who 
likewise  was  born  and  reared  in  Harrison 
County  and  is  a representative  of  an  honored 
pioneer  family.  She  Is  a daughter  of  Adam  and 
Margaret  (Mehollin)  Hamilton,  whose  marriage 
was  solemnized  In  1856,  the  father  having  been 
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bora  in  Moorefleld  Township  and  the  latter  in 
Cadiz  Township,  this  county.  Mrs.  Hamilton 
was  a daughter  of  Joseph  and  Margaret  (Mc- 
Fadden)  Mehollin.  Adam  Hamilton  became  a 
substantial  farmer  in  Moorefleld  Township,  but 
about  the  year  1868  he  removed  to  Nottingham 
Township,  where  he  passed  the  remainder  of  his 
life  and  where  in  connection  with  his  farm  en- 
terprise he  operated  a saw  mill  for  a number 
of  years.  His  death  occurred  May  11,  1872,  and 
his  widow  passed  to  the  life  eternal  on  the  20th 
of  March,  1014,  both  having  been  earnest  mem- 
bers of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church.  They 
became  the  parents  of  five  children : Sarah  died 
at  the  age  of  eleven  years;  Joseph  died  on  the 
8th  of  February,  1918;  John  died  in  early  child- 
hood; Margaret,  wife  of  the  subject  of  this 
sketch,  was  the  next  in  order  of  birth  and  is 
now  the  only  surviving  member  of  the  immedi- 
ate family;  and  Andrew  died  in  infancy.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Simpson  have  four  children,  Francis 
Clyde.  Ralph  Hamilton,  Ernest  Dorris,  and 
Dwight  Birney.  Francis  Clyde  is  at  the  home 
of  his  parents  and  is  associated  with  his  father 
in  the  farm  work.  Ralph  Hamilton  taught 
school  three  years  in  his  home  district  and  one 
year  at  Friendly  Ridge,  and  is  now  a student  at 
Elliott’s  Business  College,  Wheeling,  West  Vir- 
ginia. Ernest  Dorris  is  in  the  employ  of  the 
McLaughlin  Steel  Plant  at  Martins  Ferry,  Ohio. 
Dwight  Birney  is  attending  the  Freeport  High 
School. 

Frank  W.  Adams,  who  is  conducting  a finely 
appointed  clothing  store  at  Cadiz,  the  judicial 
center  of  Harrison  County,  was  born  at  George- 
town, this  county,  April  29,  1877,  and  is  a son 
of  Joseph  W.  Adams,  of  whom  specific  mention 
is  made  on  other  pages  of  this  volume,  so  that 
further  review  of  the  family  record  Is  not  de- 
manded in  the  sketch  here  presented.  Frank  W. 
Adams  acquired  his  early  education  in  the  public 
schools  of  his  native  village,  and  while  still  a 
boy  he  began  clerking  in  his  father’s  general 
merchandise  store  at  that  place.  In  1910  he  be- 
came associated  with  the  large  department  store 
of  the  Scott-Wright  Company  at  Cadiz,  and  after 
having  remained  with  this  concern  three  years 
he  and  his  brother  Half  red  J.  in  1913  engaged 
in  the  retail  clothing  business  at  Cadiz,  under 
the  firm  name  of  Adams  Brothers,  which  con- 
tinued until  October,  1919.  when  H.  J.  retired 
from  the  firm.  The  business  has  been  devel- 
oped into  a substantial  and  representative  enter- 
prise and  the  establishment  is  essentially  mod- 
ern in  its  equipment  and  service.  In  the  store 
are  to  be  found  the  best  grades  of  men’s  cloth- 
ing, in  quantity  and  variety  adequate  to  meet- 
ing the  demands  of  the  large  and  discriminating 
patronage,  and  the  stocks  of  furnishing  goods 
and  men’s  shoes  are  also  of  the  most  approved 
type. 

Mr.  Adams  is  liberal  and  progressive  both  as 
a business  man  and  a citizen,  his  political  al- 
legiance being  given  to  the  republican  party, 
and  he  has  been  a member  of  the  republican 
executive  committee  of  Harrison  County  for  a 
number  of  years  and  is  now  its  treasurer.  In 
1915  he  was  appointed  a member  of  the  city 
couacil  to  fill  a vacancy  and  has  been  twice 
elected  to  that  body.  He  is  also  a member  of 


the  County  Board  of  Education.  He  is  a mem- 
ber of  the  Presbyterian  Church  and  is  affiliated 
with  the  Blue  Lodge,  Chapter  and  Commandery 
of  the  Masonic  order,  and  with  the  lodge  of 
the  Knights  of  Pythias. 

In  1901  was  solemnized  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Adams  to  Miss  Leora  P.  Lewis,  daughter  of 
Isaac  P.  and  Nancy  V.  Lewis,  well  known  citi- 
zens of  Harrison  County.  Mrs.  Adams*  passed 
to  the  life  eternal  in  September,  1918,  and  Is 
survived  by  three  children,  Virginia.  William  L., 
and  Helen  Leora.  Mr.  Adams  was  married  on 
July  6,  1920,  to  Mrs.  Hazel  (Hunt)  Tollinger, 
the  daughter  of  Mrs.  Mary  E.  Hunt,  of  Spring- 
field,  Ohio.  Mrs.  Adams  has  a son,  Edward,  by 
her  former  marriage. 

Halfbed  J.  Adam  8,  a clerk  in  the  Fourth  Na- 
tional Bank  of  Cadiz,  was  born  at  Georgetown, 
Harrison  County,  February  15,  1879.  He  was 
afforded  the  advantages  of  the  excellent  public 
schools,  and  as  a mere  boy  began  to  assist  in 
the  work  of  his  father’s  general  store.  In  1905 
he  took  the  position  of  shipping  clerk  in  the 
wholesale  grocery  establishment  of  the  Speidel 
Grocery  Company  at  IJhrichsville,  Tuscarawas 
County,  and  with  this  house  he  continued  until 
1909.  Thereafter  he  continued  to  be  associated 
with  his  father’s  mercantile  business  at  George- 
town until  1912,  when  he  took  a position  in  the 
department  store  of  the  Scott-Wright  Company 
at  Cadiz.  In  the  following  year  he  and  his 
brother  formed  a co-partnership  and  established 
a retail  clothing  business  at  Cadiz,  which  they 
successfully  conducted  under  the  firm  name  of 
Adams  Brothers,  until  October,  1919,  when  he 
withdrew  from  the  firm  and  entered  the  employ 
of  the  Fourth  National  Bank  of  Cadiz. 

In  March,  1913,  was  solemnized  the  marriage 
of  Mr.  Adams  to  Miss  Clara  Robinson,  daughter 
of  Willis  and  Emma  Robinson,  of  Dennison, 
Ohio,  and  of  this  union  has  been  born  one  son, 
John  Willis. 

Joseph  W.  Adams  has  for  more  than  thirty 
years  been  successfully  engaged  in  the  general 
merchandise  business  at  Georgetown,  Harrison 
County,  and  is  a representative  of  one  of  the 
well-known  families  of  Short  Creek  Township, 
within  whose  borders  he  has  maintained  his 
home  from  the  time  of  his  birth  to  the  present. 
He  was  born  In  the  village  of  Georgetown,  his 
present  place  of  residence,  and  the  date  of  his 
nativity  was  August  4,  1851. 

Joseph  WMlliam  Adams  is  a son  of  Joshua  and 
Jane  (Brown)  Adams,  both  of  whom  were  born 
in  Ireland  and  both  of  whom  were  young  at  the 
time  of  the  immigration  of  the  respective  fami- 
lies to  America.  John  Adams,  father  of  Joshua, 
came  to  the  United  States  within  a few  years 
after  his  marriage  and  established  his  home  in 
Harrison  County,  where  he  followed  the  work 
of  his  trade,  that  of  cabinetmaker,  and  where 
he  and  his  wife  passed  the  remainder  of  their 
lives,  Georgetown  having  been  their  place  of 
residence  during  the  greater  portion  of  the  time. 
Their  children  were  five  In  number,  John,  James, 
Joshua,  Hannah  and  Samuel.  Joshua  Adams 
learned  the  cabinetmaker’s  trade  under  the 
careful  direction  of  his  father,  and  this  trade 
he  followed  at  Georgetown  during  the  major

part  of  his  active  career.  He  and  his  first  wife 
became  the  parents  of  five  children,  George, 
John,  James,  Henry  and  Joseph  William.  The 
death  of  Mrs.  Jane  (Brown)  Adams  occurred 
in  1865,  and  Mr.  Adams  later  married  Miss  Ella 
Turner,  the  one  child  of  this  union  being  Ella, 
who  is  now  the  wife  of  Otto  Jorne.  Joshua 
Adams  was  venerable  in  years  at  the  time  of  his 
death,  and  his  second  wife  survived  him  by  sev- 
eral years. 

Joseph  W.  Adams  is  indebted  to  the  public 
schools  of  Georgetown  for  his  early  education, 
and  as  a young  man  he  gained  practical  experi- 
ence as  a clerk  in  a mercantile  establishment  in 
his  native  village.  In  October,  1889,  he  opened 
his  present  general  store,  in  which  he  has  built 
up  a substantial  and  prosperous  business  as  one 
of  the  leading  merchants  and  representative  citi- 
zens of  Georgetown.  His  political  support  is 
given  to  the  republican  party,  and  he  is  an  ac- 
tive member  of  the  Methodist  Church,  as  was 
also  his  wife,  whose  maiden  name  was  Mary 
Watson.  Their  marriage  was  solemnized  in 
1875,  and  her  death  occurred  in  1907.  They  be- 
came the  parents  of  five  children : Georgia  is 
the  wife  of  Charles  Giesey,  of  Harrison  County; 
Frank  W.  and  Halfred  J.  are  both  individually 
mentioned  elsewhere  in  this  publication;  and 
Lillian  and  Fay  remain  at  the  paternal  home. 

Sam  F.  Dickerson,  one  of  the  old  and  honored 
families  of  Harrison  County,  dedicated  his  time 
and  energies  to  the  printing  trade  in  early 
youth,  and  has  been  either  a printer  or  a news- 
paper man  for  over  a quarter  of  a century.  He 
is  owner,  editor  and  publisher  of  the  Cadiz 
Democrat-Sentinel , which  of  itself  sufficiently 
identifies  him  in  Harrison  County  citizenship. 

He  was  born  at  Dickerson  Mill,  Athens  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County,  December  7,  1875.  Some 
members  of  the  old  Dickerson  family  were 
among  the  first  actual  settlers  of  Harrison 
County.  He  is  a direct  descendant  of  Joshua 
Dickerson,  who  was  born  in  1634  in  Monmouth 
County,  New  Jersey,  being  the  second  male  child 
to  be  born  in  that  county.  Descendants  of 
Joshua  Dickerson  came  from  Fayette  County, 
Pennsylvania,  to  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  in  1800. 
The  grandparents  of  Sam  F.  Dickerson  were 
John  C.  and  Eliza  (McFadden)  Dickerson.  The 
former  was  a native  of  Fayette  County,  Penn- 
sylvania, and  was  a small  boy  when  his  parents 
settled  in  Harrison  County  and  Athens  Town- 
ship. 

Samuel  C.  Dickerson,  father  of  the  Cadiz 
newspaper  man,  was  born  in  Athens  Township 
May  19,  1840.  and  succeeded  to  the  ownership 
of  the  old  Dickerson  mill  established  by  his 
uncle  Adam.  He  converted  this  Into  a steam 
power  grist  and  saw  mill  and  successfully  oper- 
ated it  many  years.  During  that  time  he  also 
carried  on  farming  and  stock  dealing  and  was 
widely  known  as  a stock  buyer  all  over  this 
part  of  Ohio.  He  moved  to  the  city  of  Cadiz 
in  1900  and  thereafter  lived  retired  until  his 
death  on  August  27,  1918.  His  wife,  the  mother 
of  Sam  F.  Dickerson,  was  Mary  Elizabeth 
McCoy,  who  was  born  in  Moorefleld  Township, 
Harrison  County,  March  7*  1843,  daughter  of 
Frank  and  Abigail  (Lantz)  McCoy.  Frank 
McCoy  was  born  in  Cecil  County,  Maryland,  in 


1812.  Abigail  Lantz  was  bom  in  Moorefleld 
Township,  daughter  of  Peter  Lantz,  who  mar- 
ried Mary  Patterson,  a sister  of  Rev.  Samuel 
Patterson.  Reverend  Patterson  was  distin- 
guished among  the  early  ministers  of  Harrison 
County  and  for  over  forty  years  was  pastor  of 
Deersville  and  Feed  Springs  Presbyterian 
churches.  Mrs.  Samuel  C.  Dickerson  is  still 
living,  and  has  her  home  with  her  son  Sam  at 
Cadiz. 

Sam  F.  Dickerson  grew  up  on  the  farm,  at- 
tended district  school  and  the  Cadiz  High 
School.  At  the  age  of  seventeen,  on  leaving  high 
school,  he  began  an  apprenticeship  at  the 
printer’s  trade  in  the  office  of  the  Cadidz  Re- 
publican, then  published  by  the  late  W.  B. 
Hearn.  He  continued  with  the  Republican  for 
eight  years.  For  several  years  he  held  situa- 
tions as  a printer  in  different  cities,  including 
Kokomo,  Indiana;  Saint  Louis,  Missouri: 
Scranton,  Pennsylvania,  and  Pittsburgh.  At 
Pittsburgh  for  a time  he  was  on  the  reporter! al 
staff  of  the  Pittsburgh  Times. 

January  14,  1905,  he  purchased  the  Harrison 
County  Democrat  from  W.  H.  Host  and  in 
December,  1911,  bought  the  Cadiz  Sentinel  from 
the  estate  of  the  late  W.  H.  Arnold,  then  con- 
solidated the  two  publications  under  the  name 
of  the  Cadiz  Democrat- Sentinel.  This  has  been 
continued  under  his  ownership  and  editorial  and 
business  management,  and  has  become  one  of 
the  leading  weekly  newspapers  in  eastern  Ohio. 
During  his  ownership  an  old  fashioned  country 
newspaper  office  has  been  transformed  into  a 
modern  news  and  job  plant,  equipped  with  power 
presses,  type  setting  machine  and  other  up  to 
date  features. 

Mr.  Dickerson  is  active  in  political,  civic  and 
church  work,  has  served  as  a delegate  to  many 
conventions,  Including  senatorial  and  congres- 
sional districts  and  state  conventions.  In  1916 
he  was  a delegate  to  the  Democratic  National 
Convention  at  St.  Louis.  He  is  a member  of 
the  County  Board  of  Elections  and  secretary 
of  the  Harrison  County  Agricultural  Society. 
He  is  one  of  the  active  members  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  at  Cadiz. 

George  W.  Willoughby,  who  was  born  In 
Moorefleld  Township,  Harrison  County,  Febru- 
ary 22,  1875,  is  now  one  of  the  enterprising  and 
progressive  representatives  of  farm  industry  in 
Washington  Township  and  is  finding  in  his 
native  county  ample  opportunities  for  success- 
ful achievement  in  connection  with  the  great 
basic  industries  under  the  influence  of  which 
he  was  reared,  his  early  educational  advantages 
having  been  those  of  the  public  schools.  He  is 
a son  of  Samuel  and  Rebecca  (McAdams)  Wil- 
loughby, his  father  having  for  many  years  been 
engaged  in  farm  enterprise  in  Harrison  County, 
first  in  Moorefleld  Township  and  later  in  Free- 
port Township.  He  passed  the  closing  years  of 
his  life  at  Deersville,  this  county,  where  his 
death  occurred  in  1915,  his  wife,  who  was  born 
and  reared  in  this  county,  having  survived  him 
by  several  years.  They  became  the  parents  of 
eight  children — Lizzie  (as  a child  of  four  years 
met  with  on  accident  in  which  she  was  so 
severely  burned  as  to  cause  her  death),  Lina, 
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John  D.,  Anna,  Mary  (deceased),  James,  George 
W.  and  Emma. 

George  W.  Willoughby  was  still  a boy  when 
he  began  working  on  neighboring  farms,  and  it 
has  been  through  his  own  energy  and  well 
directed  efforts  that  he  has  made  his  way  for- 
ward to  a position  of  independent  activity  In 
connection  with  agricultural  and  live-stock  in- 
dustry. Since  his  marriage  in  1902  he  has  been 
successfully  engaged  in  farming  in  Washington 
Township,  where  his  stage  of  activity  is  a well 
improved  farm  of  100  acres.  His  political  al- 
legiance Is  given  to  the  republican  party,  and 
he  and  his  wife  hold  membership  In  the  Chris- 
tian Church  at  Tippecanoe. 

September  4,  1902,  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Willoughby  to  Miss  Amanda  Bell  Carrothers, 
daughter  of  James  and  Mahala  (Ervin)  Car- 
rothers. James  Carrothers  was  born  in  Wash 
ington  Township,  Harrison  County,  about  the 
year  1846.  and  Is  a son  of  John  and  Susan 
(Burgess)  Carrothers,  both  of  whom  were  born 
in  the  State  of  Maryland,  whence  they  came  to 
Ohio  and  became  pioneer  settlers  in  Washington 
Township,  Harrison  County,  where  the  father 
entered  more  than  300  acres  of  Government 
land,  for  which  he  paid  one  dollar  and  twenty- 
five  cents  an  acre,  and  which  he  developed  into 
oue  of  the  excellent  pioneer  farm  properties  of 
the  county.  Here  he  and  his  wife  continued  to 
reside  until  their  deaths.  Their  children  were 
seven  in  number — Lemuel,  Elizabeth,  Samuel, 
John,  James,  Thomas  and  Mary.  With  the  ex- 
ception of  seven  years  of  residence  in  Tuscara- 
was County  James  Carrothers  has  resided  from 
the  time  of  his  birth  to  the  present  in  Washing- 
ton Township,  where  he  is  the  owner  of  a fine 
landed  estate  of  555  acres.  Though  in  his  youth 
he  received  practically  no  educational  advan- 
tages, his  native  ability  has  enabled  him  to 
achieve  large  and  worthy  success,  and  he  is  one 
of  the  substantial  and  highly  respected  citizens 
of  his  native  township  and  county.  His  rise  to 
a place  of  financial  independence  has  been  won 
entirely  through  his  well  directed  enterprise  in 
diversified  agriculture  and  the  raising  of  sheep. 
His  wife  died  In  February,  1918,  and  of  their 
three  children  Mrs.  Willoughby,  wife  of  the 
subject  of  this  review.  Is  the  only  survivor. 
Anna  died  at  the  age  of  fifty-two  years  and 
Sarah  Jane  died  at  the  age  of  twenty  years. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Willoughby  have  two  children — 
Hattie  Lena,  born  November  19,  1903,  and  James 
Roy.  born  November  9.  1905. 

Harwood  C.  Ross  is  secretary  and  treasurer 
of  the  Malvern  Fire  Clay  Company,  one  of  the 
substantial  industrial  concerns  of  Carroll 
County.  This  corporation  has  contributed  much 
to  the  industrial  and  commercial  prestige  of 
the  village  of  Malvern,  and  in  the  manufactur- 
ing of  fireproofing  clay  products  and  building 
tile  it  has  developed  a large  and  prosperous 
business. 

Harwood  Carroll  Ross  was  born  at  Malvern 
April  19.  1874,  and  Is  a son  of  Dr.  Enoch  C. 
aud  Cordelia  (Paessler)  Ross,  the  former  of 
whom  likewise  was  born  at  Malvern,  the  date 
of  his  nativity  having  been  October  3,  1846,  and 
the  latter  likewise  was  born  in  Carroll  County, 
a daughter  of  Christian  and  Christina  Paessler. 


Doctor  Ross  was  a son  of  Samuel  I.  and 
Angeline  (Cross)  Ross,  and  was  the  youngest 
of  their  six  children.  Samuel  1.  Ross  was  a 
son  of  Enoch  Ross,  who  came  with  his  family 
from  Pennsylvania  to  Ohio  and  settled  near 
Waynesboro,  Stark  County,  In  1812.  He  and 
his  wife  there  passed  the  remainder  of  their 
lives.  Their  son  Samuel  I.  was  bom  In  Green 
County,  Pennsylvania,  and  was  two  years  of 
age  at  the  time  of  the  family  removal  to  Ohio. 
He  was  reared  to  manhood  in  Stark  County, 
and  the  name  of  his  first  wife  was  Stansburg, 
all  of  their  five  children  being  deceased  and  the 
last  to  survive  having  been  Rev.  Jasper  S.  Ross, 
a clergyman  of  the  Disciples’  or  Christian 
Church.  In  Carroll  County  Samuel  I.  Ross 
wedded  Miss  Angeline  Cross,  who  was  here  born 
and  reared,  her  parents,  John  and  Margaret 
Cross,  natives  of  Ireland,  having  been  early 
settlers  in  this  county.  About  the  year  1842 
Samuel  I.  Ross  removed  to  the  village  of  Mal- 
vern. where  he  opened  and  conducted  one  of 
the  first  hotel 8 of  the  place.  At  Malvern,  as 
a popular  and  highly  honored  citizen,  he  con- 
tinued to  reside  until  his  death,  which  occurred 
January  17,  1890,  he  having  there  served  forty 
years  in  the  ofllee  of  justice  of  the  peace. 

After  having  availed  himself  of  the  advan- 
tage of  the  village  schools  of  Malvern  Dr.  Enoch 
C.  Ross  in  1861  became  a student  In  Hiram 
College,  in  which  historic  old  Ohio  institution 
he  continued  his  studies  until  he  felt  constrained 
by  patriotic  impulses  to  tender  his  service  in 
defense  of  the  Union.  In  May,  1863,  he  en- 
listed for  a term  of  100  days  in  Company  K, 
One  Hundred  and  Fifty-seventh  Ohio  National 
Guard,  and  upon  the  expiration  of  his  term  he 
re-enlisted,  as  a private  in  Company  A,  One 
Hundred  and  Ninety-seventh  Ohio  Volunteer  In- 
fantry, which  was  assigned  to  the  Fourth  Army 
Corps  of  the  Army  of  the  Cumberland  and  with 
which  he  continued  in  active  service  until  the 
close  of  the  war,  with  a record  of  having  par- 
ticipated in  the  various  battles  and  minor  en- 
gagements In  which  his  regiment  was  involved. 
After  receiving  his  honorable  discharge  Doctor 
Ross  continued  his  studies  in  Hiram  College 
until  1S66,  when  he  began  the  study  of  medicine 
under  the  preeeptorship  of  Dr.  J.  H.  Tressel  of 
Alliance.  Stark  County.  Later  he  continued  his 
technical  discipline  In  what  is  now  the  Cleve- 
land Medical  College,  in  which  he  was  graduated 
as  a member  of  the  class  of  1870.  He  forthwith 
engaged  in  the  practice  of  his  profession  at 
Malvern,  and  here  continued  in  service  as  one 
of  the  honored  and  representative  physicians 
and  surgeons  of  his  native  county  until  his 
death  on  the  28th  of  April.  1905.  He  also  estab- 
lished a drug  store  at  Malvern,  and  in  the  con- 
ducting of  this  business  he  was  associated  with 
his  son,  Harwood  C.,  of  this  review,  under  the 
title  of  Ross  & Son.  Doctor  Ross  was  a liberal 
and  public-spirited  citizen  and  took  deep  inter- 
est in  all  things  pertaining  to  the  welfare  of 
his  home  village,  county  and  state.  He  was  one 
of  the  organizers  and  the  first  president  of  the 
Malvern  Fire  Clay  Company,  and  gave  his  sup- 
port also  to  other  enterprises  that  furthered 
the  advancement  of  his  native  village.  A stal- 
wart republican,  he  was  influential  in  political 
affairs  in  Carroll  County,  and  in  1S85  was 
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elected  to  represent  the  county  In  the  State 
Legislature.  At  the  expiration  of  his  four 
years  of  service  he  was  nominated  for  state 
senator,  but  he  withdrew  from  the  contest. 
Since  the  death  of  Doctor  Ross  his  widow  has 
continued  to  maintain  her  home  at  Malvern. 
In  a fraternal  way  the  Doctor  was  affiliated 
with  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  and  he 
held  membership  in  the  Carroll  County  Medical 
Society,  the  Ohio  State  Medical  Society  and  the 
American  Medical  Association.  Of  the  three 
children  the  youngest,  a daughter,  died  in  in- 
fancy. The  older  son,  Iverson  H.,  passed  the 
closing  period  of  his  life  in  his  native  village 
of  Malvern,  where  he  died  on  the  1st  of  March, 
1914.  His  first  wife,  whose  maiden  name  was 
Lyda  Fast,  died  in  1896,  and  Is  survived  by 
one  child,  Eleanor  C.,  who  was  graduated  in 
the  Southern  University  of  California  In  1918, 
and  who  after  effective  post-graduate  work  is 
now  a successful  and  popular  teacher  at  Santa 
Monica,  California,  with  residence  at  Pasadena. 
For  his  second  wife  Mr.  Ross  married  Miss 
Adelaide  Newhon,  who  survives  him,  as  does 
also  their  one  child,  Gretchen,  who  has  shown 
exceptional  musical  ability  and  been  given  the 
advantages  of  the  musical  department  of  Heidel- 
berg University  at  Tiffin,  Ohio.  She  has  ap- 
peared as  a vocalist  at  public  entertainments 
since  she  was  a child  of  three  years  and  is 
only  thirteen  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  this 
writing,  in  1920. 

Harwood  Carroll  Ross  continued  his  studies  in 
the  Malvern  schools  until  he  had  completed  a 
course  in  the  high  school,  and  he  then  entered 
the  Ohio  Northern  University  at  Ada,  In  which 
he  was  graduated  as  a member  of  the  class  of 
1893,  after  completing  a course  in  pharmacy. 
Thereafter  he  became  junior  member  of  the  firm 
of  Ross  & Son  in  the  drug  business  at  Malvern, 
and  in  1912  assumed  the  active  management  of 
the  business  of  the  Malvern  Fire  Clay  Company, 
of  which  he  is  secretary  and  treasurer,  a dual 
office  of  which  he  has  been  the  incumbent  from 
the  time  of  the  organization  of  the  company  in 
1911.  The  company  now  gives  employment  to 
an  average  force  of  150  persons  and  adds  much 
to  the  civic  and  Industrial  prosperity  and  pres- 
tige of  the  Village  of  Malvern.  On  Porter 
Street  is  situated  the  modern  brick  residence  of 
Mr.  Ross,  and  his  wife,  its  gracious  and  popu- 
lar chatelaine,  has  made  it  a center  for  much 
of  the  representative  social  life  of  the  com- 
munity. In  politics  Mr.  Ross  is  a stalwart  re- 
publican, and  he  served  several  years  as 
postmaster  of  Malvern,  besides  which  he  has 
given  loyal  and  effective  service  also  as  a mem- 
ber of  the  village  council  and  the  local  hoard 
of  education. 

The  year  1899  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Ross  to'  Miss  Ella  Demaris  Elson,  who  was  born 
at  Magnolia,  Stark  County,  a daughter  of 
Richard  and  Katherine  (Baxter)  Elson,  the 
former  of  whom  was  born  in  that  county  in 
May,  1847,  and  the  latter  was  born  in  West 
Virginia.  Richard  Elson,  Sr.,  grandfather  of 
Mrs.  Ross,  was  one  of  the  early  settlers  and 
influential  pioneer  citizens  of  Stark  County. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ross  have  no  children. 


James  S.  Bobden  has  been  successfully  en- 
gaged in  the  retail  grocery  business  at  Carroll- 
ton since  1915,  and  his  well  appointed  establish- 
ment occupies  quarters  20  by  120  feet  in  di- 
mensions, the  store  being  distinctly  modern  in 
its  equipment  and  service  and  receiving  a sub- 
stantial and  appreciative  patronage. 

Mr.  Borden  was  bom  in  Columbiana  County, 
Ohio,  July  21,  1884,  and  Is  a son  of  John  W. 
and  Nancy  (Crumbley)  Borden,  both  likewise 
natives  of  Columbiana  County,  where  the  for- 
mer was  bora  In  1854  and  the  latter  in  1853. 
John  W.  Borden  was  a son  of  Robert  and  Mary 
Ann  Borden,  who  early  became  residents  of 
Columbiana  County,  the  father  having  found 
employment  in  coal  mines  when  but  ten  years 
old  and  having  continued  his  active  connection 
with  this  line  of  industrial  enterprise  for 
seventy-two  years — until  his  death,  at  the  vener- 
able age  of  eighty-two  years.  Both  he  and  his 
wife  were  honored  pioneer  citizens  of  Columbi- 
ana County  at  the  time  of  their  deaths.  John 
W.  Borden  passed  his  entire  life  in  his  native 
county,  where  for  many  years  he  was  associated 
with  coal-mining  Industry,  and  he  and  his  wife 
were  residents  of  Salineville.  that  county,  at 
the  time  of  their  deaths,  he  having  passed  away 
in  1912  and  she  having  survived  until  1915. 

James  S.  Borden  received  his  early  education 
in  the  public  schools  of  Salineville  and  began 
to  work  in  the  coal  mines  in  Columbiana  County 
when  still  a boy.  He  continued  his  work  in  the 
mines  until  he  there  met  with  an  injury  which 
virtually  incapacitated  him  for  further  service 
in  this  strenuous  occupation,  and  he  finally  en- 
gaged in  the  grocery  and  meat-market  business 
at  Salineville,  where  he  remained  until  1907, 
when  he  came  to  Carroll  County  and  established 
himself  in  the  grocery  business  at  Oneida.  In 
1915  he  found  a broader  field  for  his  activities 
by  removing  to  Carrollton,  the  county  seat, 
where  he  has  developed  a substantial  and  pros- 
perous grocery  business  and  is  one  of  the  vital 
business  men  of  the  younger  generation.  He 
gives  his  allegiance  to  the  republican  party,  and 
is  affiliated  with  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows  and  the  Knights  of  Pythias,  and  he  and 
his  wife  hold  membership  also  in  the  Rebecca 
Lodge  and  in  the  Christian  Church,  as  did  also 
his  parents. 

In  1910  was  solemnized  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Borden  to  Miss  Nettie  G.  Brackin,  daughter  of 
James  Brackin,  of  Carroll  County,  and  the  three 
children  of  this  union  are  Kenneth,  Leveer,  Vir- 
ginia May  and  Carl  Joseph. 

John  H.  Estep,  the  New  Athens  druggist,  is 
in  the  third  generation  of  the  Estep  family  In 
narrison  County.  He  was  born  September  13, 
1855,  in  Short  Creek  Township,  and  his  father, 
Andrew  Estep,  was  also  bora  there,  the  grand- 
father. John  Estep,  having  come  from  Pennsyl- 
vania. Before  coming  to  Ohio  John  Estep  had 
married  Sarah  Smith,  a daughter  of  Edward 
Smith,  in  Pennsylvania.  They  settled  in  the 
woods  of  Short  Creek  Township  and  rounded 
out  their  days,  both  attaining  to  more  than  four 
score  years  there.  Their  children  were  Harri- 
son. William,  Robert,  Harriet  and  Andrew. 

William  Estep  was  a medical  doctor,  but  it 
was  Andrew  who  perpetuates  the  name  in  b’s- 
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tory  through  his  son,  J.  H.  Estep,  the  druggist 
In  New  Athens.  In  1850  Andrew  Estep  married 
Sarah,  a daughter  of  Andrew  and  Martha 
(Nichol)  Henderson,  of  Belmont  County. 
Through  the  Nichol  strain  there  is  Scotch  blood 
in  the  Estep  family,  the  Nichol  ancestry  passing 
from  Scotland  through  County  Derry,  Ireland, 
at  the  time  of  the  persecution  and  from  there 
they  immigrated  to  Cumberland  County,  Penn- 
sylvania. It  was  in  1789  the  Nichol  family 
landed  in  America,  living  for  a while  in  Cumber- 
land and  later  in  Westmoreland  counties,  Penn- 
sylvania, and  about  1800  they  came  to  Colerain 
Township,  Belmont  Count,  Ohio. 

Andrew  Henderson,  the  maternal  grandfather, 
was  born  in  1798,  while  his  wife  was  born  in 
1801 — both  far  off  dates  when  surveyed  from 
the  time  of  life  of  John  H.  Estep,  who  cherishes 
his  knowlege  of  them.  The  old  Nichol  family 
Bible,  which  is  preserved  as  an  heirloom,  was 
purchased  in  1805  at  an  expenditure  of  $15.25, 
which  was  a good  deal  of  money  for  a settler 
to  invest  in  a book,  even  of  its  character.  How- 
ever, through  the  possession  of  this  Bible  pos- 
terity today  knows  more  of  the  Nichol  family 
than  of  any  other  branch  of  the  Estep  ancestry. 
There  was  always  a place  in  the  old  Bibles 
for  the  family  births,  marriages  and  deaths — 
records  most  valuable  today  when  men  and 
women  are  inclined  to  investigate  their  own 
origin  and  development.  The  census  of  1920 
has  caused  some  families  to  bring  out  those  old 
Bibles  for  data. 

When  Andrew  Estep  married  he  lived  for  a 
time  at  the  Estep  homestead  in  Short  Creek 
Township,  then  moved  to  Steubenville  for  two 
years.  In  1874  they  migrated  to  Missouri,  Kan- 
sas and  later  to  Kansas  City,  Missouri,  and  here 
occurred  the  death  of  the  father,  the  family 
remaining  in  Kansas  City.  Their  children  were: 
Thomas  B.,  Emma,  John  H.,  James  B.,  Harriet 
E.,  William  C.,  Ella,  Andrew  S.,  Sarah  C.  and 
Charles.  There  have  been  Methodists,  Presby- 
terians and  Christians  in  the  family  relation- 
ship, and  the  father  was  a “Freemason,”  a term 
used  at  the  time  of  his  life,  although  the  initials 
are  used  today  to  designate  the  order — F.  and 
A.  M. 

While  not  much  data  is  available  about  the 
Henderson  ancestry,  the  generation  of  which 
Mrs.  Estep  is  a representative  is  as  follows: 
Martha,  John  N.,  Annie,  Agnes,  Margaret,  Mary 
J.,  Andrew  J.,  Sarah  (who  became  Mrs.  Andrew 
Estep),  Isabelle,  Andrew,  Elizabeth,  Harriet, 
William  T.,  Thomas  J.  and  M.  N.  Henderson 
Nichol.  When  the  Commemorative  Record  was 
published  some  one  with  mathematical  bent  fig- 
ured out  that  there  were  94  grandchildren,  366 
great-grandchildren,  428  great-great-grandchil- 
dren, with  32  in  the  next  generation — great- 
great-great-grandchildren,  and  the  question 
arises — where  will  the  record  be  duplicated 
today? 

When  John  H.  Estep  was  thirteen  years  old 
he  was  thrown  upon  his  own  resources,  and  he 
has  had  a varied  experience,  supplementing  his 
common  school  advantages  with  study  in  Frank- 
lin College  In  the  way  of  preparation.  He  was 
a drug  clerk  In  Cadiz,  Steubenville  and  New 
Athens,  and  his  first  store  of  his  own  was  in 
the  “Old  Erie  House,”  which  burned  and  he 


lost  his  stock.  However,  he  started  in  business 
again.  At  one  time  and  another  he  tried  real 
estate  and  insurance,  and  at  one  time  he  was 
postmaster  in  New  Athens.  Mr.  Estep  is  a 
democrat  and  has  served  as  mayor  of  New 
Athens. 

In  November,  1881,  Mr.  Estep  married  Mary 
L.  Cannon,  a daughter  of  J.  E.  and  Agnes 
(Cooke)  Cannon,  and  their  children  are:  Arthur 
E.,  who  is  a druggist  at  Steubenville;  Paul  C., 
who  was  a soldier  in  the  World  war  stationed 
eight  months  at  Camp  Sherman  in  the  depart- 
ment of  the  Adjutant  General,  he  married 
Eleanor,  a daughter  of  Taylor  Holmes,  of  Co- 
lumbus: and  Frank  Bill,  who  died  in  child- 
hood. The  Estep  family  has  many  years  of 
history  behind  it  in  Harrison  County.  Combined 
with  his  drug  and  insurance  business,  J.  H. 
Estep  is  the  local  representative  of  a Canton 
Stock  and  Bond  House.  He  is  vice  president  of 
the  Flushing  Telephone  Company.  He  has  been 
a member  of  the  official  board  of  the  Methodist 
Church  In  New  Athens  for  many  years. 

William  Mbxritt  Beall  is  the  owner  of  a 
well  improved  farm  In  Nottingham  Township, 
Harrison  County,  which  township  has  repre- 
sented his  home  from  the  time  of  his  birth,  and 
he  Is  not  only  one  of  the  substantial  agricul- 
turists and  stock-growers  of  his  native  county 
but  also  a scion  of  an  honored  pioneer  family. 
Concerning  the  family  history  adequate  record 
is  given  on  other  pages,  in  the  sketch  of  the 
career  of  his  brother,  Frank  M.,  present  aditor 
of  Harrison  County,  with  further  data  in  the 
sketch  of  another  brother,  George  W. 

William  M.  Beall  was  born  in  Nottingham 
Township  on  the  2nd  of  October,  1882,  was  here 
reared  on  the  old  homestead  farm  of  his  parents 
and  here  gained  his  early  education  in  the  dis- 
trict schools.  In  his  independent  career  he  has 
manifested  no  desire  to  abate  his  allegiance  to 
the  basic  industries  of  agriculture  and  stock- 
growing,  and  he  Is  known  as  one  of  the  pro- 
gressive and  successful  exponents  of  farm  in- 
dustry in  his  native  county.  In  politics  he  is 
a republican  and  he  and  his  wife  hold  member- 
ship in  the  Rankin  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 
The  farm  on  which  he  stages  his  activities  is 
the  old  homestead  of  the  Cope  family,  and  his 
wife’s  parents  remain  with  them  on  the  place. 

In  1907  Mr.  Beall  married  Miss  Bertha  Olive 
Cope,  daughter  of  Wendell  G.  Cope,  D.  V.  S., 
of  whom  Individual  record  is  given  in  following 
paragraphs.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Beall  have  no  chil- 
dren. 

Dr.  Wendell  G.  Cope  was  born  in  Nottingham 
Township,  Harrison  County,  on  the  8th  of 
March,  1860,  and  is  a son  of  John  P.  and 
Martha  M.  (Brown)  Cope,  the  former  of  whom 
was  born  in  this  township  in  the  year  1825, 
and  the  latter  of  whom  was  born  at  Sandusky, 
Ohio,  a daughter  of  Rev.  Clark  Brown,  a clergy- 
man of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  John 
P.  Cope,  whose  death  occurred  April  20,  1890, 
was  a son  of  Jacob  and  Mary  (Pugh)  Cope,  the 
latter  a daughter  of  John  and  Rachel  Pugh. 
Jacob  Cope  was  born  in  Chester  County,  Penn- 
sylvania, in  1782,  and  was  a young  man  when 
he  came  in  1807  from  the  old  Keystone  State  to 
Harrison  County.  Ohio,  in  company  with  his 
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parents,  David  and  Margaret  (Brown)  Cope, 
and  settled  on  the  farm  which  is  now  the  home 
of  Dr.  Wendell  G.  Cope.  Jacob  Cope  here  ob- 
tained 160  acres  of  Government  land  and  pro- 
ceeded to  reclaim  and  farm  it  in  the  midst  of 
the  forest  wilds.  Here  he  and  his  wife  passed 
the  remainder  of  their  lives,  honored  as  pioneers 
and  as  worthy  citizens  of  superior  qualities  of 
mind  and  heart.  They  became  the  parents  of 
ten  children,  whose  names  and  respective  years 
of  birth  are  here  recorded : Sophia,  1806;  Rachel, 
1807;  Margaret,  1809;  Ellis,  1811;  Hannah, 
1813;  Nathan  P.,  1815;  Elizabeth,  1817;  Martha, 
1823;  Mary,  1823;  and  John  P.,  1825. 

The  recorded  genealogy  of  the  Cope  family 
runs  back  to  Saint  Arnold,  who  died  in  the  year 
640.  Oliver  Cope,  the  first  representative  of 
the  family  in  America,  came  to  this  country  in 
1682,  and  from  him,  in  successive  generations, 
the  descent  is  through  his  son  John,  the  latter’s 
son  John,  and  through  David,  son  of  the  last 
mentioned  John  and  great-grandfather  of  Dr. 
Wendell  G.  Cope. 

John  P.  Cope  passed  his  entire  life  on  the 
ancestral  farmstead  in  Nottingham  Torwnship, 
was  one  of  the  honored  and  influential  men  of 
his  community,  and  both  he  and  his  wife  were 
earnest  members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church.  As  previously  stated,  his  death  oc- 
curred April  20,  1890,  and  his  widow  passed 
away  March  11,  1897.  They  became  the  par- 
ents of  six  children : Miss  Alice  D.  resides  at 
Cadiz,  judicial  center  of  her  native  county; 
Dr.  Wendell  G.  was  the  next  in  order  of  birth; 
Elvira  J.  is  the  wife  of  Joseph  V.  Hayes,  of 
Cadiz;  G.  Beecher  died  in  infancy;  Miss  Ada 
C.  died  at  Webster  City,  Iowa,  as  did  also  Mary 
M.,  who  was  the  wife  of  Howard  Knight. 

Dr.  Wendell  G.  Cope  was  reared  on  the  old 
family  farm  which  is  still  his  place  of  residence, 
and  his  youthful  education  was  obtained  In  the 
district  schools  of  Nottingham  Township.  While 
a youth  he  devoted  six  years  to  reading  medi- 
cine under  the  preceptorship  of  Dr.  J.  W. 
Wherry,  of  Moorefteld,  and  since  1894  he  has 
held  a state  certificate  as  a veterinary  surgeon. 
As  a skilled  veterinarian  he  has  long  controlled 
a large  and  representative  practice — in  Harri- 
son, Belmont,  Guernsey  and  Jefferson  counties. 
He  has  resided  continuously  on  the  old  home 
farm  in  Harrison  County  save  for  a period  of 
seven  years — 1886-1800 — passed  at  Moorefteld, 
this  county.  Doctor  Cope  and  his  wife  and 
daughter  are  members  of  the  Rankin  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  in  Moorefteld  Township.  He 
is  a republican  in  political  allegiance,  and  is  at 
the  time  of  this  writing  serving  his  second  elec- 
tive term  as  trustee  of  Nottingham  Township, 
on  office  which  he  had  previously  held  one  year 
by  appointment  to  fill  a vacancy. 

In  1881  was  solemnized  the  marriage  of  Doc- 
tor Cope  to  Miss  Caroline  Simpson,  daughter  of 
Thomas  and  Martha  Simpson,  of  Athens  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County,  and  the  one  child  of 
this  union  is  Bertha  Olive,  wife  of  William  M. 
Beall,  whose  name  introduces  this  review. 

Alexander  James  Hammond.  Strong  has  been 
the  influence  which  the  Hammond  family  has 
exerted  in  connection  with  civic  and  material 
affairs  in  Harrison  County  for  more  than  a 


century,  and  the  successive  generations  of  this 
sterling  pioneer  family  have  continued  to  add 
honor  and  distinction  to  the  family  name.  The 
record  has  not  been  one  marked  with  preten- 
tiousness, but  there  have  been  men  who  have 
wrought  nobly  and  well  and  women  who  have 
lived  gentle,  kindly  and  gracious  lives.  True 
service  has  been  given  in  connection  with  the 
practical  responsibilities  and  social  relations  of 
communal  life,  and  the  record  is  one  upon 
which  members  of  the  present  generation  may 
well  look  with  pride.  The  subject  of  this 
memoir  represented  Harrison  County  as  a val- 
iant young  soldier  in  the  Civil  war,  and  for 
many  years  he  was  one  of  the  leading  merchants 
of  the  City  of  Cadiz,  where  he  continued  to 
maintain  his  home  until  his  death,  in  the  year 
1904. 

Alexander  J.  Hammond  was  born  on  a farm 
near  Harrisville,  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  August 
14,  1846,  and  was  a son  of  John  H.  and  Nancy 
(Carrick)  Hammond,  both  likewise  natives  of 
Harrison  County,  where  the  former  was  born 
January  21,  1822,  and  the  latter  a few  years 
later,  she  having  been  a daughter  of  David  and 
Elizabeth  Carrick,  early  settlers  in  Cadiz  Town- 
ship, where  both  died  when  venerable  in  years, 
Mr.  Carrick  having  served  as  a soldier  in  the 
War  of  1812.  John  H.  Hammond  was  a son 
of  Alexander  and  Elizabeth  ftlanna)  Hammond. 
Alexander  Hammond  was  born  in  Washington 
County,  Pennsylvania,  a son  of  Robert  and  Jane 
(Cassell)  Hammond,  both  natives  of  Ireland, 
where  the  former  was  born  in  1765,  in  County 
Tyrone,  and  where  the  latter  was  born  in  1764, 
in  County  Down,  ancestors  of  both  having  been 
soldiers  in  the  forces  of  Oliver  Cromwell.  Rob- 
ert Hammond  and  his  wife  came  to  America  and 
settled  in  Pennsylvania  in  an  early  day,  and 
later  they  became  pioneers  of  Belmont  County. 
Ohio,  where  they  passed  the  remainder  of  their 
lives,  he  having  passed  away  in  1845  and  his 
widow  having  died  in  1852.  Both  were  zealous 
members  of  the  Seceder  Church.  They  became 
the  parents  of  six  sons  and  four  daughters. 
Alexander  Hammond,  the  second  son.  came  to 
Harrison  County  in  1809.  and  here  he  learned 
the  trade  of  cloth  fuller.  In  1812  he  wedded 
Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Samuel  and  Elizabeth 
(Duncan)  Hanna,  the  former  of  whom  was  born 
in  Westmoreland  County,  Pennsylvania,  in  1763. 
and  the  latter  of  whom  was  born  in  Scotland 
in  1766.  Samuel  Hanna  settled  in  Short  Creek 
Township,  Harrison  County.  In  1801.  After  his 
marriage  Alexander  Hammond  settled  on  a 
pioneer  farm  of  fifty  acres  in  Harrison  County, 
and  In  Short  Creek  Township  he  erected  a 
fulling  mill,  which  he  operated  twenty  years. 
Thereafter  he  devoted  his  attention  to  farm 
enterprise  until  his  removal  to  Harrisville, 
where  he  died  in  1874 — one  of  the  most  vener- 
able and  honored  pioneer  citizens  of  the  county. 
His  widow  was  ninety-three  years  of  age  at  the 
time  of  her  death  in  1886.  In  the  early  days 
Alexander  Hammond  was  a strong  supporter  of 
the  cause  of  the  liberty  party,  and  he  was  once 
its  candidate  for  representative  in  the  State 
Legislature.  He  was  an  ardent  abolitionist 
prior  to  the  Civil  war.  and  made  his  home  a 
station  on  the  historic  “underground  railroad,” 
by  means  of  which  he  assisted  many  a fugitive 
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slave  to  freedom.  He  and  his  wife  were  mem- 
bers of  the  Seceder  Church.  Their  children 
were  eleven  in  number. 

John  H.  Hammond  assisted  in  the  reclaiming 
and  development  of  his  father’s  farm.  By  close 
application  he  gained  a really  liberal  education, 
as  gauged  by  the  standards  of  the  locality  and 
period.  His  marriage  occurred  in  1845,  and  he 
continued  to  devote  himself  to  farm  enterprise 
until  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil  war.  In  Septem- 
ber, 1862,  he  enlisted  in  Company  C,  One  Hun- 
dred and  Twenty-sixth  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry, 
which  was  assigned  to  the  Army  of  the  Potomac 
and  with  which  he  took  part  in  a few  engage- 
ments, with  the  rank  of  second  lieutenant. 
Prostrated  by  fever,  he  was  compelled  to  leave 
his  regiment  and  return  home,  but  in  1864  he 
enlisted  in  Company  F,  One  Hundred  and  Seven- 
tieth Ohio  Regiment,  with  which  he  served  in 
defense  of  the  City  of  Washington.  He  was  a 
staunch  republican  and  he  and  his  wife  held 
membership  in  the  United  Presbyterian  Church. 
In  1868  Mr.  Hammond  engaged  in  the  dry-goods 
business  at  Harrisville,  and  in  1872  he  became 
associated  with  his  younger  son,  Anderson  N., 
in  the  hardware  business  at  Cadiz,  in  which 
village  he  and  his  wife  passed  the  remainder 
of  their  lives.  They  had  only  the  two  sons, 
of  whom  the  subject  of  this  memoir  was  the 
elder.  < 

Alexander  J.  Hammond  acquired  his  early 
education  in  the  common  schools  of  Harrison 
County  and  an  academy  at  Savannah,  Ashland 
County.  He  remained  on  the  home  farm  until 
he  was  seventeen  years  of  age,  when  his  youth- 
ful patriotism  was  no  longer  to  be  denied  ac- 
tion, as  shown  by  his  enlistment  in  the  spring 
of  1864  as  a member  of  Company  C,  Ninety- 
eighth  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  partici- 
pated in  General  Sherman's  Atlanta  campaign, 
including  the  battles  of  Kenesaw  Mountain  and 
Peachtree  Creek  and  the  siege  of  Atlanta,  and 
thereafter  was  with  Sherman’s  forces  on  the 
historic  march  from  Atlanta  to  the  Sea.  He 
continued  in  active  service  until  the  close  of  the 
war,  and  received  his  honorable  discharge  in 
August,  18651  He  then  returned  home,  but 
within  a short  time  thereafter  made  a trip 
through  the  West,  and  upon  his  return  to  Har- 
rison County  he  became  associated  with  his 
brother  in  conducting  a hardware  store  at 
Cadiz.  In  1878  he  here  engaged  in  the  dry- 
goods  business,  and  for  many  years  thereafter 
he  conducted  one  of  the  leading  establishments 
of  this  kind  In  Harrison  County,  with  a large 
and  representative  patronage. 

Mr.  Hammond  was  unfaltering  in  his  support 
of  the  principles  of  the  republican  party  and 
served  about  ten  years  as  clerk  of  Cadiz  Town- 
ship. He  was  affiliated  with  the  local  post  of 
the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  and  was  a 
zealous  member  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  at  Cadiz,  as  is  also  his  widow.  He 
served  sixteen  years  as  superintendent  of  the 
Sunday  school  of  this  church.  A man  of  the 
highest  principles,  of  gracious  personality  and 
abiding  human  sympathy  and  tolerance,  Mr. 
Hammond  won  to  himself  the  staunchest  of 
friends  and  was  essentially  one  of  the  repre- 
sentative men  of  his  native  county  at  the  time 
of  his  death. 


In  1870  was  solemnized  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Hammond  to  Miss  Charlotte  Hunter,  who  was 
bora  and  reared  at  Cadiz  and  of  whose  parents 
specific  record  will  be  given  in  appending  para- 
graphs. Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hammond  became  the 
parents  of  two  children — -Percy  Hunter  and 
Helen.  The  latter  married  George  Carnahan, 
of  Cadiz,  and  she  is  deceased.  Percy  H.  Ham- 
mond ha s achieved  distinction  as  a dramatic 
critic  and  literateur,  and  at  the  present  time 
holds  the  position  of  dramatic  critic  for  the 
Chicago  Tribune.  He  married  Miss  Florence 
Carnahan,  and  their  son  John,  a graduate  of 
Harvard  University,  saw  service  with  the  United 
States  Marine  Corps  during  the 'period  of  the 
World  war. 

Mrs.  Charlotte  (Hunter)  Hammond  is  a 
daughter  of  Joseph  R.  and  Letitia  (McFadden) 
Hunter.  Her  father  was  bora  in  Westmore- 
land County,  Pennsylvania,  May  25,  1802,  and 
was  a son  of  Cyrus  Hunter,  who  was  a member 
of  the  staunch  Presbyterian  colony  which  early 
migrated  from  Fauquire  County,  Virginia,  to 
western  Pennsylvania.  Cyrus  Hunter  came 
with  his  family  from  Pennsylvania  to  Ohio  and 
took  up  Government  land  in  Wayne  County, 
as  one  of  the  earliest  settlers  of  that  county. 
Later  Joseph  R.  returned  to  Pennsylvania  and 
worked  at  the  trade  of  cabinetmaker  in  the 
City  of  Pittsburgh.  Upon  his  return  to  Ohio 
he  established  himself  in  business  at  Cadiz, 
Harrison  County,  as  a manufacturer  of  furni- 
ture. He  developed  this  into  one  of  the  leading 
manufacturing  industries  of  this  section  of  the 
state,  and  long  continued  as  one  of  the  leading 
business  men  and  honored  and  influential  citi- 
zens of  the  county,  where  his  death  occurred 
April  4,  1886.  He  was  a man  of  commanding 
presence  and  classical  facial  contour,  and  had 
eminently  the  qualities  that  make  for  leader- 
ship, though  his  environment  was  such  that 
these  never  came  into  full  play.  Through  broad 
and  well  directed  study  and  reading  he  became 
a man  of  specially  high  intellectuality,  and  his 
memory  was  phenomenal  in  its  compass  and 
ready  response  to  every  demand.  As  a Jack- 
sonian democrat  he  was  active  in  politics  in  the 
early  days,  and  he  gained  reputation  as  a force- 
ful public  speaker.  He  was  a staunch  aboli- 
tionist, and  thus  was  led  to  espouse  the  cause 
of  the  republican  party  at  the  time  of  its  forma- 
tion, but,  loyal  to  his  convictions,  he  voted  for 
the  democratic  nominee  for  governor  in  1883, 
and  for  the  democratic  presidential  candidate 
in  the  following  year.  As  a young  man  he  had 
read  law  under  the  preceptorship  of  the  Hon. 
Edwin  M.  Stanton,  secretary  of  state  under  the 
administration  of  President  Lincoln  during  the 
Civil  war,  and  though  he  never  applied  for  ad- 
mission to  the  bar  he  found  his  technical  knowl- 
edge of  much  value  in  connection  with  his 
business  activities,  as  well  as  In  his  service  as 
justice  of  the  peace  and  as  mayor  of  the  City 
of  Cadiz.  Concerning  this  man  and  his  distinct 
character  the  following  words  have  been  writ- 
ten: “He  was  a man  of  strong  prejudices,  and 

when  he  took  a position  that  he  thought  to  be 
right,  nothing  could  change  him.  For  the  last 
twenty  years  of  his  life,  not  being  in  active 
business,  he  gave  his  time  to  reading,  and  was 
one  of  the  best  informed  men  in  the  county.  In

English  and  Roman  history  he  had  even  the 
minutest  detail  of  every  event  at  his  tongue's 
command.  He  was  a member  of  the  Presbyte- 
rian Church,  was  leader  of  the  choir  of  a church 
of  this  denomination  while  in  the  City  of  Pitts- 
burgh, Pennsylvania,  and  for  many  years  was 
the  precentor  of  the  church  at  Cadiz.  He  stood 
high  as  a man  of  honor  and  Integrity  in  the 
community  where  he  was  best  known.  To  his 
friends  he  was  companionable,  sympathetic  and 
affectionate,  yet  dignified.” 

March  24,  1835,  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Hunter  to  Miss  Letitia  McFadden,  daughter 
of  Samuel  McFadden,  who  was  a leading  mer- 
chant at  Cadiz  in  the  early  days.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Hunter  celebrated  their  golden  wedding 
anniversary  the  year  prior  to  his  death,  and 
his  widow  survived  him  by  only  a few  days, 
she  having  passed  to  the  life  eternal  April  12, 
1886,  and  his  death  having  occurred  on  the  4th 
of  that  month.  Of  their  seven  children,  the 
daughters  Mary  and  Lydia  preceded  them  to 
the  life  eternal;  Rev.  Cyrus  J.,  D.  D.,  is  a 
clergyman  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  Penn- 
sylvania; Judge  Samuel  M.  is  a resident  of 
Newark,  Ohio;  William  H.  is  editor  and  pub- 
lisher of  a paper  at  Chillicothe,  Ohio,  in  com- 
pany with  his  younger  brother,  George  F. ; 
Lydia  is  the  deceased  wife  of  William  EL 
Arnold;  Mary  died  when  young,  in  1859:  and 
Charlotte  is  the  widow  of  the  subject  of  this 
memoir.  Mrs.  Letitia  Hunter  was  born  in 
County  Cavan,  Ireland,  in  1815,  a daughter  of 
Samuel  McFadden,  who  came  with  his  family 
to  America  and  first  settled  in  Philadelphia, 
whence  he  came  to  Cadiz,  Ohio,  in  1831.  Here 
he  was  a prosperous  merchant  for  many  years 
prior  to  his  death.  Of  this  noble  and  gracious 
woman  the  following  estimate  is  well  worthy  of 
perpetuation  in  this  connection : “She  was  a 
Christian,  having  all  the  noble  virtues  that  this 
name  implies — kind,  gentle,  charitable,  and, 
withal,  possessing  a happy,  cheerful  disposition. 
There  are  few  households  in  the  town  of  Cadiz 
to  which  she  had  not  been  called  as  ministering 
angel  in  sickness  or  to  console  In  death.  During 
her  long  life  she  was  an  active  member  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church.  Her  Influence  in  church 
affairs  was  more  than  local,  she  having  been 
the  means  of  influencing  Bishop  Simpson  to 
enter  the  ministry.  She  also  organized  the  first 
Presbyterian  Sunday  School  in  Cadiz  and  was 
a teacher  in  the  school  for  many  years.  She 
died  without  regret  for  action  or  word,  full  of 
years,  as  one  whose  mission  on  earth  was  com- 
pleted.” 

William  R.  Flowers,  one  of  the  prosperous 
exponents  of  farm  Industry  in  Short  Creek 
Township,  Harrison  County,  is  a scion  of  a 
family  whose  name  has  been  Identified  with 
Ohio  annals  since  the  pioneer  period  and  with 
the  history  of  the  United  States  since  the  co- 
lonial epoch,  within  which  representatives  of 
the  name  established  their  residence  in  the 
historic  old  commonwealth  of  Virginia. 

Mr.  Flowers  was  born  ig  Gallia  County,  Ohio, 
January  31,  1873,  and  is  a son  of  Benjamin  F. 
and  Sophia  (Richey)  Flowers,  the  former  of 
whom  was  born  in  Muskingum  County,  Ohio, 
and  the  latter  in  Short  Creek  Township,  Harri- 


son County,  where  her  father,  Andrew  Richey, 
was  a pioneer  farmer  and  a member  of  a family 
that  has  been  one  of  prominence  in  this  section 
of  the  state  since  the  opening  period  of  the 
nineteenth  century. 

Benjamin  Franklin  Flowers  was  a son  of 
Charles  and  Sarah  (Jordan)  Flowers,  the  for- 
mer of  whom  was  born  in  Loudon  County,  Vir- 
ginia, and  the  latter  was  born  near  Cumberland, 
Guernsey  County,  Ohio,  a daughter  of  Adam 
Jordan.  Charles  Flowers  died  in  Tennessee 
while  serving  as  a gallant  soldier  of  the  Union 
in  the  Civil  war,  in  which  he  was  a member  of 
the  Seventy-eighth  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry. 
His  eldest  son,  Adam,  served  during  three  years 
of  the  Civil  war,  was  captured  by  the  enemy 
and  was  held  a prisoner  of  war  for  eight  months 
and  three  days.  Aaron  and  Jesse,  the  next  two 
sons,  died  in  childhood.  Harris  died  while  serv- 
ing in  the  Civil  war.  Benjamin  Franklin  was 
the  next  in  order  of  birth,  and  the  other  children 
were  David,  Christianna,  Mary  and  Rachel. 
Aaron  Flowers,  great-grandfather  of  the  subject 
of  this  review,  passed  his  entire  life  in  Virginia, 
where  he  was  a prosperous  planter  in  Loudon 
County. 

Benjamin  F.  Flowers  was  reared  and  educated 
in  Gallia  County,  where  he  was  engaged  In 
farming  until  his  removal  to  Muskingum  County, 
and  finally  he  went  to  Mason  County,  Virginia, 
where  he  now  maintains  his  residence.  His  wife 
passed  away  in  1903,  survived  by  three  children 
— William  R.,  Elizabeth  and  Maude. 

The  public  schools  of  his  native  state  afforded 
William  R.  Flowers  his  early  education,  and 
from  his  youth  he  has  been  continuously  asso- 
ciated with  the  basic  industries  of  agriculture 
and  stock-growing.  In  1887,  when  fourteen 
years  of  age,  he  came  to  Short  Creek  Township, 
Harrison  County,  where  he  lived  about  fifteen 
years  in  the  home  of  David  Minteen,  and  In 
the  spring  of  1914  he  purchased  and  established 
his  home  on  his  present  farm,  which  comprises 
eighty-three  acres  and  upon  which  he  has  made 
numerous  improvements,  especially  In  moderniz- 
ing the  farm  buildings  and  the  installing  of  an 
effective  private  electric-light  plant.  He  Is  pro- 
gressive not  only  in  his  farm  enterprise  but  also 
as  a liberal  and  public-spirited  citizen.  Both  he 
and  his  wife  are  members  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  at  Harrlsville. 

November  27,  1892,  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Flowers  to  Miss  Alice  C.  Dickerson,  who 
was  born  and  reared  in  Harrison  County,  a 
daughter  of  William  and  Gabriella  (McCoy) 
Dickerson.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Flowers  became  the 
parents  of  two  children — Edgar  D.,  who  remains 
at  the  paternal  home,  and  Alice  Carrie,  who 
died  at  the  age  of  four  months.  Mrs.  Flowers 
passed  to  the  life  eternal  on  the  4th  of  May, 
1903,  she  having  been  a devoted  member  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  On  the  15th  of 
August,  1906,  was  solemnized  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Flowers  to  Miss  Carrie  Keyser,  daughter 
of  John  and  Martha  (Heaton)  Keyser.  John 
Keyser  was  born  and  reared  In  Belmont  County, 
Ohio,  and  finally  he  removed  to  and  engaged  in 
farming  in  Marshall  County,  West  Virginia, 
where  he  remained  until  about  the  year  1894, 
returning  then  with  his  family  to  his  native 
county,  where  he  passed  the  remainder  of  his 
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life.  His  children  were  eight  in  number — 
Emma,  Amos,  Charles.  Alvin,  William,  John 
(died  at  the  age  of  three  years),  Carrie  and 
Laura.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Flowers  have  uo  children. 

Joseph  S.  I/>dge  is  a man  whose  career  has 
shown  his  full  appreciation  and  utilization  of 
the  opportunities  offered  for  achieving  success 
in  connection  with  farm  industry,  and  is  num- 
bered among  the  representative  agriculturists 
and  stock-growers  of  Short  Creek  Township, 
Harrison  County. 

Mr.  Lodge  was  born  in  Wheeling  Township, 
Belmont  County,  Ohio.  June  26,  1853,  and  in 
the  same  county  were  born  his  pa  rents,  Thomas 
and  Rebecca  J.  (Smith)  Lodge,  the  latter  having 
been  a daughter  of  Joseph  S.  and  Rebecca 
(McMillen)  Smith,  pioneer  citizens  of  that 
county,  where  Mr.  Smith  was  a farmer  by  voca- 
tion. Thomas  Lodge  was  born  and  reared  in 
Richland  Township,  Belmont  County,  and  was 
a son  of  Abner  and  Tamzen  (Nichols)  Lodge, 
who  were  born  and  reared  in  Loudon  County, 
Virginia,  and  whose  marriage  was  solemnized  in 
their  native  state.  In  an  early  day  they  came 
to  Belmont  County,  Ohio,  where  the  father  re- 
claimed from  the  forest  wilds  a productive  farm 
and  where  both  he  and  his  wife  passed  the 
remainder  of  their  lives,  both  having  been  earn- 
est and  birthright  members  of  the  Society  of 
Friends.  Their  children  were  eight  in  number 
— Thomas,  Abner,  Harmon,  Laban,  William, 
Emily,  Mary  Elizabeth  and  Christena. 

Thomas  Lodge  was  reared  under  the  condi- 
tions of  the  pioneer  period  and  in  due  course 
of  time  became  one  of  the  substantial  represen- 
tatives of  farm  enterprise  In  his  native  county. 
He  was  the  owner  of  one  of  the  valuable  farms 
of  Wheeling  Township,  Belmont  County,  at  the 
time  of  his  death  in  1911.  His  second  wife 
passed  away  In  1964.  His  first  wife  was  Nancy 
Ellen  (Merritt)  Lodge,  and  she  was  still  a 
comparatively  young  woman  at  the  time  of  her 
death,  the  three  children  of  this  union  having 
been  Sarah  Elizabeth.  Abner  and  John  M.  The 
last  named  died  in  1911,  and  his  wife  died 
March  17,  1920.  Thomas  and  Rebecca  J. 

(Smith)  Lodge  became  the  parents  of  seven 
children — Joseph  S.,  Emmett  (died  in  early 
childhood).  Thomas,  William  S.,  Nancy  E., 
Mary  A.,  and  Alice.  The  parents  were  zealous 
members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

Joseph  S.  Lodge  gained  his  early  education  in 
the  district  schools  of  his  native  township,  and 
there  also  was  staged  his  initial  activity  as  an 
independent  exemplar  of  farm  enterprise.  He 
continued  to  be  engaged  in  farming  in  Wheeling 
Township,  Belmont  County,  until  1885,  when  he 
purchased  and  removed  to  his  present  farm  in 
Short  Creek  Township,  Harrison  County.  Here 
he  has  gained  merited  success  in  his  vigorous 
and  well  ordered  activities  as  an  agriculturist 
and  stock-grower,  and  Is  the  owner  of  an  ex- 
cellent farm  of  149  acres,  his  live-stock  oj>era- 
tions  being  principally  In  the  raising  of  sheep. 
His  political  support  is  given  to  the  republican 
party,  and  he  and  his  wife  hold  membership 
in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

As  a young  man  Mr.  Lodge  was  united  in 
marriage  to  Miss  Mollie  V.  Smith,  who  has  been 
his  devoted  companion  aud  helpmeet  during  the 


long  intervening  years.  She  was  born  on  the 
island  at  Wheeling,  West  Virginia,  and  is  a 
daughter  of  John  aud  Anna  (Ferguson)  Smith. 
John  Smith  was  a native  of  Jefferson  County, 
Ohio,  while  his  wife  was  born  in  Belmont 
County,  Ohio.  In  1888  they  removed  to  Oak- 
land, California,  where  he  died  in  1906,  while 
his  widow  died  there  in  1911.  They  were  the 
parents  of  eleven  children,  ten  of  whom  grew 
to  manhood  and  womanhood  and  of  whom  six 
are  still  living.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lodge  have 
been  born  five  children — Harold,  who  married 
Bertha  Cooper,  and  they  have  one  son,  Joseph 
Wayne  and  they  reside  in  Smithfield;  Hazel, 
who  died  in  early  childhood;  Clarence  R.,  who 
married  Zilda  Johnson,  and  they  have  one 
daughter,  Emma  Marie,  and  reside  at  Shepherds- 
town;  John  B.,  who  attended  Dana  Music  In- 
stitute, Warren,  Ohio,  in  1914,  1915  and  1916, 
taking  instruction  on  the  piano  and  on  tuning, 
receiving  his  diploma  in  the  latter  branch,  and 
since  then  he  has  been  teaching  and  tuning,  and 
also  plays  in  orchestras;  and  Mary  Elizabeth. 

Isaac  B.  Woods  effectively  proved  his  re- 
sourcefulness in  the  unequivocal  success  which 
attended  his  activities  as  one  of  the  representa- 
tive farmers  of  his  native  county  and  Is  now 
living  retired  in  the  pleasant  village  of  Malvern, 
as  one  of  the  sterling  and  highly  esteemed 
citizens  of  Carroll  County  and  as  a representa- 
tive of  one  of  its  honored  pioneer  families.  His 
maternal  grandfather,  Christian  Barkdoll.  here 
established  a home  in  the  year  1816.  He  took 
up  a tract  of  land  in  what  Is  now  Harrison 
Township  and  instituted  the  reclamation  of  a 
farm  from  the  forest  wilds,  with  a pioneer  log 
cabin  as  the  family  domicile.  The  paternal 
grandfather,  William  Woods,  was  probably  born 
in  the  State  of  Virginia,  and  was  a scion  of  a 
staunch  English  family  that  was  founded  in 
the  historic  Old  Dominion  commonwealth  prior 
to  the  War  of  the  Revolution.  He  was  in  the 
British  army  but  deserted  and  joined  Americans. 
Born  and  reared  in  Virginia,  William  Woods 
there  remained  until  the  early  part  of  the  nine- 
teenth century,  when  he  came  to  Ohio  and  first 
settled  In  Jefferson  County,  where  was  solem- 
nized his  marriage  to  Mary  Pugh,  a daughter  of 
Isaac  Pugh.  He  continued  his  residence  in 
Jefferson  County  until  1833,  when  he  came  with 
his  family  to  Carroll  County  and  established 
his  residence  in  Harrison  Township.  He  was  a 
leader  in  his  community,  where  he  was  called 
upon  to  serve  in  various  local  offices  of  trust, 
he  having  been  a democrat  In  politics  and  he 
and  his  wife  having  been  zealous  members  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  in  connection 
with  which  he  became  the  founder  of  what  was 
known  as  Wood’s  Chapel.  He  was  one  of  the 
strong  and  worthy  pioneers  of  the  county,  and 
here  his  death  occurred  In  1856,  his  wife  having 
passed  away  seven  months  previously.  They  be- 
came the  parents  of  ten  children — Elizabeth, 
Isaac,  George  (father  of  the  subject  of  this  re- 
view), John,  Robert,  Jane,  Mary,  Margaret. 
Nancy  Ann  and  Thomas. 

Isaac  B.  Woods  was  born  In  Brown  Township, 
Carroll  County.  August  20,  1840,  and  is  a son 
of  George  and  Catherine  (Barkdoll)  Woods, 
the  former  of  whom  was  born  in  1813  and  the 
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latter  in  1811.  George  Woods  was  about  twenty 
years  old  at  the  time  of  the  removal  of  his  par- 
ents from  Jefferson  County,  where  he  was  born, 
to  Carroll  County.  In  Harrison  Township  his 
father  became  the  owner  of  a large  tract  of  land. 
As  a young  man  George  Woods  engaged  in 
farming  in  Brown  Township,  where  he  re- 
claimed much  of  his  land  from  the  forest,  and 
later  he  returned  to  Harrison  Township,  where 
he  continued  as  an  exponent  of  farm  industry 
until  his  death  in  1807,  when  but  fifty-four  years 
of  age.  His  wife  survived  him  by  a quarter  of 
a century  and  was  one  of  the  venerable  and 
revered  pioneer  women  of  Carroll  County  at  the 
time  of  her  death  in  1898.  Both  became  earnest 
members  of  Wood’s  Chapel,  mentioned  in  the 
preceding  paragraph,  and  their  son  Isaac  B..  of 
this  sketch,  now  owns  the  land  on  which  this 
pioneer  Methodist  Church  was  erected,  on 
ground  donated  for  the  purpose  by  his  grand- 
father In  Harrison  Township.  George  and 
Catherine  Woods  became  the  parents  of  six 
children — Margaret  Jane,  Lucinda,  Isaac  B., 
Elizabeth,  Mary  and  Catherine.  In  politics 
George  Woods  adhered  to  the  ancestral  faith 
and  was  a staunch  democrat. 

Isaac  B.  Woods  was  about  twenty-seven  years 
old  at  the  time  of  his  father’s  death,  and  was 
reared  to  manhood  in  Harrison  Township,  where 
he  received  his  early  education  in  the  common 
schools  of  the  period,  later  having  attended  the 
graded  school  at  Malvern,  besides  which  he 
attended  Harlem  College  at  Harlem  Springs, 
this  county,  for  one  term.  Like  his  father  and 
grandfather,  he  became  a successful  representa- 
tive of  farm  industry  in  Carroll  County,  where 
he  became  the  owner  of  a well  improved  and 
valuable  landed  estate  of  312  acres.  Of  this 
property  he  sold  160  acres  about  the  year  1905. 
and  in  1919  he  sold  another  portion  of  the 
property,  though  he  still  retains  in  his  posses- 
sion twenty-six  acres,  constituting  one  of  the 
best  farms  in  Harrison  Township  and  now 
rented  to-  an  approved  tenant.  On  the  12th  of 
November,  1919,  Mr.  Woods  and  his  wife  re- 
moved from  their  farm  to  the  village  of  Mal- 
vern. where  he  has  since  lived  virtually  retired 
and  where  he  owns  an  attractive  and  modern 
residence.  He  has  been  influential  in  public 
affairs  in  his  native  county  and  served  seven 
and  one-half  years  as  county  commissioner,  be- 
sides which  he  gave  equally  effective  service 
during  his  incumbency  of  the  office  of  trustee  of 
Harrison  Township.  He  is  a republican  in  po- 
litical allegiance  and  is  actively  affiliated  with 
the  Blue  Lodge  and  Chapter  of  the  Masonic 
fraternity  at  Carrollton,  as  well  as  with  the 
Commandery  of  Knights  Templar  and  the 
Temple  of  the  Mystic  Shrine  in  the  City  of 
Cleveland.  When  It  is  stated  that  he  is  an 
appreciative  and  honored  member  of  McKinley 
Post.  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  in  the  City 
of  Canton,  an  organization  named  in  honor  of 
the  late  President  McKinley,  whose  home  was 
in  that  city,  it  becomes  evident  that  Mr.  Woods 
was  one  of  the  patriotic  young  men  who  went 
forth  from  Carroll  County  to  defend  the  Union 
when  the  Civil  war  was  precipitated  upon  the 
nation.  In  November,  1861,  he  enlisted  as  a 
private  in  Company  A,  Eightieth  Ohio  Volunteer 
Infantry,  and  with  this  command  he  continued 


in  service  three  years,  the  while  he  lived  up  to 
the  full  tension  of  the  great  conflict,  was  made 
corporal  of  his  company  and  took  part  in  many 
imjjortant  engagements,  besides  numerous 
skirmishes  and  other  minor  conflicts.  It  may 
be  noted  that  he  participated  in  the  battles  of 
Iuka,  Farmington,  Corinth,  Port  Gibson,  Clinton, 
Jackson,  siege  of  Vicksburg  and  the  battle  of 
Missionary  Ridge,  which  was  the  last  in  which 
he  took  part,  his  honorable  discharge  having 
been  received  November  5,  1864. 

Christian  and  Elizabeth  (Peters)  Barkdoll, 
maternal  grandparents  of  Mr.  Woods,  were  born 
and  reared  in  Maryland,  where  their  marriage 
was  solemnized  and  whence  they  came  to  Carroll 
County,  Ohio,  in  1816,  their  home  being  estab- 
lished first  at  Carrollton,  where  Mr.  Barkdoll 
followed  his  trade,  that  of  carpenter.  About 
1835  removal  was  made  to  a farm  in  Harrison 
Township,  where  the  grandfather  died  In  1863, 
his  widow  having  passed  away  about  1875,  at 
the  remarkable  age  of  ninety-one  years.  They 
had  five  children — Catherine,  Margaret,  Sarah, 
Mary  and  Nancy. 

In  1867  was  solemnized  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Woods  to  Miss  Sarah  J.  Masters,  who  was 
born  in  Carroll  County  on  the  30th  of  August, 
1844,  a daughter  of  William  and  Mary  (Thomp- 
son) Masters,  who  were  pioneer  settlers  In  that 
township.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Woods  are  earnest 
members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  In 
their  home  village,  and  in  1917,  while  still  re- 
siding on  their  farm,  they  celebrated  their 
golden  wedding  anniversary,  the  occasion  being 
made  one  of  gracious  entertainment  extended  to 
their  children  and  their  manv  devoted  friends 
in  their  native  county.  To  them  have  been 
born  ten  children : Catherine  first  married  Ed- 
ward Tresler.  who  is  survived  by  three  chil- 
dren, Vina,  Oneta  and  Basil,  and  she  is  now 
the  wife  of  William  Marshall,  a prosperous 
farmer  of  Carroll  County.  Ada  is  the  wife  of 
D.  Grant  Or  in,  of  this  county,  and  their  one 
child  is  a daughter,  Pauline.  George  C.  Is  a 
representative  dentist  of  Magnolia  of  his  native 
county.  The  maiden  name  of  his  wife  was 
Minnie  Griffith,  and  they  have  two  children, 
Florence  and  Margaret.  Elva  is  the  wife  of 
O.  J.  Tipe.  and  they  live  in  Pittsburgh,  Penn 
sylvania.  They  have  two  children,  James  and 
Sarah  Jane.  Emma  is  the  wife  of  Frank  L. 
Harsh,  of  Carroll  County.  They  have  no  chil- 
dren. Pearl  is  the  wife  of  Frank  Cooper,  of 
Harrison  Township,  and  their  two  children  are 
Sarah  Jane  and  Emerlne.  James  B.,  who  is 
another  of  the  substantial  farmers  of  Carroll 
County,  married  Miss  Juanita  Fields,  but  no 
children  has  been  born  of  this  union.  Vern  is 
the  wife  of  Charles  C.  Shaffer,  of  Canton,  Ohio. 
William  Francis  died  at  the  age  of  three  years. 
Charles  Marion  died  at  the  age  of  ten  years. 

William  A.  Lewis  has  shown  in  his  active 
career  a marked  versatility  and  has  been  identi- 
fied with  varied  lines  of  business  enterprise,  In- 
cluding intrepid  onslaughts  into  the  field  of 
newspaper  publishing,  and  he  is  at  the  present 
time  conducting  a specially  appointed  grocery 
store  in  the  Village  of  Malvern,  Carroll  County, 
where  his  substantial  and  representative  patron- 
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age  indicates  the  estimate  placed  upon  his  model 
store  and  its  effective  service. 

William  Arthur  Lewis  was  born  in  Carroll 
County,  January  7,  1873,  and  is  a son  of  Wil- 
liam Clark  Lewis,  of  whom  individual  mention 
is  made  on  other  pages  of  this  volume,  so  that 
further  review  of  the  family  record  is  not  here 
demanded.  In  the  public  schools  of  Malvern 
Mr.  Lewis  continued  his  studies  until  he  had 
profited  by  the  advantages  of  the  high  school, 
and  when  twenty- four  years  of  age,  reinforced 
with  a capital  of  only  twenty  dollars  but  with 
a full  quota  of  self-reliance  and  ambition,  he 
purchased  the  grocery  business  of  B.  M.  Woods 
of  Malvern.  After  conducting  this  enterprise 
successfully  about  seven  years  he  sold  the  same, 
and  he  then  took  a position  in  the  office  of  the 
wholesale  grocery  establishment  of  John  Orr’s 
Sons  at  Steubenville,  Jefferson  County,  for  which 
he  became  also  a traveling  salesman.  After  the 
lapse  of  about  one  year  he  returned  to  Malvern, 
and  three  months  later  he  purchased  a restau- 
rant in  the  Village  of  Magnolia,  Stark  County. 
After  conducting  this  two  and  one-half  years  he 
sold  the  business  and  went  to  Canal  Dover,  Ohio, 
where  he  was  engaged  in  office  work  for  a 
wholesale  grocery  company  eighteen  months. 
Returning  again  to  Malvern,  he  established  and 
became  editor  and  publisher  of  the  Clay  City 
Times.  After  publishing  this  paper  three  years 
he  was  compelled  to  dispose  of  the  plant  and 
business,  owing  to  seriously  impaired  health, 
this  action  being  taken  while  he  was  in  a 
hospital  in  the  City  of  Canton,  where  he  re- 
mained for  forty  days.  While  still  publishing 
this  paper  Mr.  Lewis  was  made  the  democratic 
nominee  for  recorder  of  Carroll  County,  and  in 
the  ensuing  election  he  made  an  unprecedented 
showing,  as  he  was  defeated  by  only  fifty  votes 
in  a strong  republican  county,  while  his  popu- 
larity in  the  Village  of  Malvern  was  significantly 
attested  by  his  here  receiving  support  on  215 
out  of  a total  of  288  ballots  cast.  After  leaving 
the  hospital  Mr.  Lewis  returned  to  Malvern  and 
opened  an  attractive  restaurant,  to  which  he 
gave  the  title  of  “The  Sugar  Bowl.” 

In  1914  Mr.  Lewis  purchased  the  grocery 
business  of  J.  K.  Davy,  and  in  1917  bought  also 
the  grocery  store  of  H.  J.  Wilson.  He  com- 
bined the  two  establishments,  and  in  December, 
1919,  removed  to  his  present  modern  store,  where 
he  has  a large  and  appreciative  supporting 
patronage.  In  politics  he  is  a vigorous  advo- 
cate and  supporter  of  the  principles  of  the 
democratic  party,  and  he  is  a Methodist  and  his 
wife  is  a Lutheran.  He  is  now  serving  his  sec- 
ond term  as  village  assessor  of  Malvern,  and 
when  he  presented  his  official  report  to  the 
county  auditor  that  executive  informed  him  that 
the  report  was  the  best  rendered  by  any  assessor 
in  the  county.  Mr.  Lewis  is  a wizard  with  fig- 
ures, and  in  this  practical  mathematical  field 
has  few  equals. 

In  1901  Mr.  Lewis  wedded  Miss  Sarah  Long, 
daughter  of  Jacob  and  Margaret  (Elsass)  Long, 
the  latter  of  whom  is  deceased.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Lewis  became  the  parents  of  four  children,  all 
of  whom  are  living  except  one,  Donald  Alton, 
Margaret  Ellen,  Arthur  Long  (died  at  the  age 
of  four  years)  and  Helen  Virginia. 


Charles  C.  Johnson.  For  about  ten  years 
Charles  C.  Johnson,  of  Athens  Township,  has 
combined  an  up-to-date  dairy  business  with  gen- 
eral farming,  and  the  man  who  runs  a dairy 
never  allows  soil  to  decrease  in  fertility. 
Mr.  Johnson  was  bom  August  28,  1807,  in  Short 
Creek  Township,  and  he  has  always  lived  in 
Harrison  County.  He  is  a son  of  Albert  and 
Rachel  (Conoway)  Johnson,  both  natives  of  the 
county.  Charles  Conoway,  the  grandfather, 
lived  In  Archer  Township,  being  one  of  the 
pioneers  of  that  community.  The  Conoway  chil- 
dren are:  Mary,  Susan,  Sophia,  Jennie,  Rachel, 
Michael,  Charles,  Enoch,  William  and  John. 
The  Conoways  were  Methodists. 

As  a young  man  Albert  Johnson  began  farm- 
ing in  Short  Creek  Township  and  lived  there 
until  1870,  wffien  he  bought  the  farm  where  C.  C. 
Johnson  lives  today.  He  died  there  in  1886, 
and  Mrs.  Johnson  died  in  1915,  leaving  their 
only  son  in  possession  of  the  farmstead.  C.  C. 
Johnson  has  two  sisters.  Jennie  and  Carrie, 
older  than  himself.  The  Johnsons  are  members 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  New  Athens. 
Usually  when  a woman  sustains  one  church  re- 
lation and  the  man  another  they  unite  in  her 
church — the  Conoways,  Methodists,  and  the 
J ohn sons,  Presbyterians. 

Mr.  Johnson  was  educated  in  the  public  schools 
and  in  Franklin  College  in  New  Athens.  Upon 
the  death  of  his  father  in  1886  the  management 
of  the  farm  devolved  upon  him.  He  now  owns 
250  acres,  and  in  addition  to  general  farming 
he  operates  a dairy  of  about  thirty  cows,  using 
the  double  unit  milking  machine.  They  have  a 
modern  house,  and  all  the  dairy  and  farm  build- 
ings are  lighted  with  electricity. 

On  November  6,  1906,  Mr.  Johnson  married 
Ola  McFadden.  She  is  a daughter  of  Law  and 
Martha  McFadden.  Their  children  are:  Louise 
and  Harold.  The  Johnsons  are  members  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  New  Athens. 

Alfred  B.  Hildreth.  It  is  only  since  1909 
that  Alfred  B.  Hildreth,  of  Athens  Township, 
has  been  a resident  of  Harrison  County,  Ohio. 
There  must  be  something  in  a name,  William 
►Shakespeare  notwithstanding,  as  Mr.  Hildreth 
was  born  December  10,  1884,  in  Harrison  County, 
West  Virginia.  He  is  a son  of  Elmer  and  Mary 
Hildreth,  of  West  Virginia.  She  is  a daughter 
of  Joseph  A.  and  Martha  (Wadsworth)  Hil- 
dreth. The  grandfather  and  grandmother  were 
John  and  Sallie  (Criss)  Hildreth. 

Elmer  Hildreth  is  a farmpr  and  still  lives  in 
Harrison  County,  West  Virginia.  Alfred  B.  Hil- 
dreth is  the  oldest  child,  the  others  being  Leslie 
C.,  Snoye  G.,  Carl,  Cole,  Roy  and  Estema.  The 
family  are  members  of  the  Christian  Church. 
A.  B.  Hildreth,  as  was  the  rest  of  the  family, 
was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  West 
Virginia. 

On  May  18,  1908,  A.  B.  Hildreth  married 
Jennie  Freeland,  a daughter  of  Caleb  and  Sa- 
repta  Freeland.  Their  children  are:  Vance, 
born  December  22,  1913,  and  Irene  Annette,  born 
August  22.  1918.  Within  a year  after  their 
marriage  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hildreth  bought  a farm 
of  ninety-one  acres  in  Athens  Township,  on  the 
Cadiz  and  New  Athens  road,  where  he  is  en- 
gaged in  general  farming  and  the  livestock  busi- 
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ness.  While  he  has  always  lived  in  Harrison 
County,  he  has  lived  in  both  West  Virginia  and 
Ohio. 

Frank  M.  Beall,  who  represents  the  fourth 
generation  of  the  Beall  family  in  Harrison 
County,  has  extensive  business  and  agricultural 
experience,  and  was  in  every  way  qualified  for 
the  service  he  has  rendered  during  the  past  four 
years  as  county  auditor. 

He  was  born  in  Nottingham  Township,  Harri- 
son County,  February  7,  1877,  and  Is  a great- 
grandson  of  James  P.  Beall,  who  brought  his 
family  from  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania, 
and  was  one  of  the  early  settlers  of  Nottingham 
Township.  That  community  for  upwards  of  a 
century  has  been  strongly  influenced  by  the 
activities  of  the  Beall  family.  The  children  of 
James  P,  Beall  were  Zeflnia,  James  P.,  Minerva, 
John.  Cyrus  and  Colmore. 

Col  more  Beall,  the  youngest  son,  carries  this 
branch  of  the  lineal  descent.  He  was  a farmer 
in  Nottingham  Township  and  his  wife,  Hannah 
Rogers,  was  a native  of  the  same  township. 
Their  children  were  John  B.,  Ella  M„  wife  of 
Lyle  McDevitt;  James  Franklin,  deceased; 
Nancy  Minerva,  wife  of  A.  W.  Johnson,  and 
Emma  L.,  wife  of  James  W.  Clark. 

John  B.  Beall  was  born  in  Nottingham  Town- 
ship in  1860  and  spent  his  active  life  as  a 
farmer  in  that  locality.  December  30,  1875,  he 
married  Lucy  M.  Gamer,  a daughter  of  Ed- 
ward and  Julia  Ann  (Merryman)  Gamer.  They 
became  the  parents  of  nine  children  : Frank  M. ; 
Harry  C. : Mary  Olive,  deceased;  William  M. ; 
George  W. ; Ada  Florence;  Ella  Vida;  Anna 
Grace;  and  Clara  R.  Beall. 

Frank  M.  Beall,  oldest  of  this  generation  of 
the  family,  grew  up  In  the  old  home  community 
of  Nottingham  Township,  attended  the  common 
schools  and  was  also  educated  in  Scio  College. 
For  four  years  he  was  a teacher,  and  by  that 
occupation  earned  the  money  necessary  to  de- 
fray his  college  expenses. 

In  1901  Mr.  Beall  went  to  Cleveland  and  for 
nine  years  was  an  employe  of  the  American 
Steel  and  Wire  Company.  Returning  to  Not- 
tingham Township  in  1910,  he  took  up  the 
ancestral  vocation  of  agriculture,  but  in  1916  en- 
tered the  campaign  and  was  elected  auditor  of 
Harrison  County,  going  Into  office  in  October, 
1917.  He  has  demonstrated  the  ability  of  the 
farmer  to  serve  the  community  in  official  ca- 
pacity and  has  maintained  a high  standard  of 
efficiency  as  auditor,  and  recognition  of  his 
ability  was  given  by  the  voters  when,  in  1918, 
he  was  re-elected  auditor. 

The  Beall  family  has  been  identified  with  the 
Methodist  Church,  and  the  family  vote  has  been 
cast  with  the  republican  party.  Mr.  Beall  is 
identified  with  both  the  business  and  social  in- 
terests In  the  community.  He  is  affiliated  with 
the  Masonic  Lodge,  the  Maccabees,  the  Knights 
of  Pythias  and  the  Grange,  and  his  church 
membership  is  in  the  Bethel  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  In  Nottingham  Township,  where  the 
family  have  worshiped  through  several  gen- 
erations. 

November  18,  1919,  Frank  M.  Beall  married 
Carrie  M.  Gallagher.  Her  grandparents  were 
Patrick  and  Martha  (Bevard)  Gallagher,  the 


former  a native  of  Ireland  and  the  latter  of 
Maryland.  Patrick  Gallagher  was  a blacksmith 
by  trade  and  on  coming  to  Harrison  County  had 
a shop  for  several  years  in  Cadiz.  In  1834  he 
bought  land  In  Stock  Township.  This  was  a 
160  acre  tract  of  the  state  school  land.  He  lived 
there  the  rest  of  his  life.  His  first  wife  was 
Ann  Gibson,  and  their  children  were  Peter, 
Thomas,  John,  James,  Mrs.  Mary  Brown,  Eliza- 
beth and  Sarah,  who  married  David  Evans. 
Patrick  Gallagher  by  his  marriage  with  Martha 
Bevard  had  five  children:  Isabel,  who  became 
the  wife  of  J.  L.  Simpson;  Martha,  who  mar- 
ried William  Whittaker ; Catherine,  whose 
husband  was  Moses  Conoway;  Albert;  and  R. 
Wood  Gallagher. 

The  father  of  Mrs.  Beall  is  R.  Wood  Galla- 
gher, who  was  born  on  the  old  family  homestead 
August  29,  1.850,  was  reared  there,  and  out  of 
his  industry  increased  the  original  160  acres 
to  234  acres.  On  April  19,  1883,  he  married 
Clara  E.  Lemmon,  a daughter  of  Amon  and 
Rebecca  (Forsyth)  Lemmon.  To  this  marriage 
were  horn  the  following  children:  Carrie  M., 
wife  of  Mr.  Beall ; Robert  L.,  who  married  Nelle 
Bell  and  lives  at  Cleveland,  their  four  children 
being  Henry  W.,  Francis  A.,  Lawrence  B.  and 
R.  Stanley;  George  W.,  who  was  killed  In  a 
munition  plant  at  Cleveland  February  2,  1918; 
James  A.,  who  farms  the  old  homestead,  married 
Jessie  Copeland  and  has  two  sons,  Warren  J. 
and  Everett  E. ; Morris  Wayne,  who  entered 
the  army  in  July,  1918,  and  while  training  at 
Camp  Sherman  was  stricken  with  the  influenza 
and  transferred  for  treatment  to  Fort  Sheridan, 
Illinois,  where  he  died  May  10,  1919. 

Harrison  County  sustained  the  loss  of  one  of 
its  fine  citizens  in  the  death  of  R.  Wood  Gal- 
lagher on  March  6,  1917.  He  had  served  two 
terms  as  county  commissioner,  from  1905  to 
1909,  and  was  also  a trustee  of  Stock  Town- 
ship. These  two  old  pioneer  families — the  Beall 
and  Gallagher — were  further  perpetuated  by  the 
birth  on  September  27,  1920.  of  Frank  M.  Beall, 
Jr.,  Son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Frank  M.  Beall. 

John  H.  Mattern,  M.  D.,  of  Cadiz,  is  In  the 
third  generation  of  his  family  in  Harrison 
County.  His  grandfather.  Abraliam,  came  from 
Westmoreland  County,  Pennsylvania,  to  this 
county  when  he  was  a young  man  and  became 
a well-to-do  farmer  in  Green  Township.  His 
wife.  Mary  Brown,  was  born  in  Harrison 
County,  Ohio.  They  became  the  parents  of  the 
following  children : Hugh,  John,  Alfred,  Wesley, 
Jane  and  Nancy. 

John  Mattern,  second  son  of  Abraham  and 
father  of  Doctor  Mattern,  was  born  in  Green 
Township  in  this  county.  He  married  Margaret, 
the  daughter  of  George  and  Mary  (Braim)  Leas, 
who  came  from  Adams  County.  Pennsylvania, 
to  Green  Township,  this  county,  where  their 
daughter  Margaret  was  born.  The  Leas  chil- 
dren were  as  follows:  Jeremiah.  George,  Jacob, 
John.  Margaret,  Mary  and  Elizabeth.  After  his 
marriage  John  Mattern  resided  in  Green  Town- 
ship for  three  years,  and  then  removed  to 
Archer  Township,  where  he  has  since  lived.  He 
became  a successful  farmer  and  at  one  time 
owned  300  acres  of  land,  a large  portion  of 
which  he  has  divided  among  his  children.  He 
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and  wife  became  the  parents  of  the  following 
children : Jacob  F.,  Ellis  W.,  Mary  Etta,  Emmer- 
son  R.,  John  M.  and  Oscar  O.,  but  the  latter  son 
is  deceased. 

Dr.  John  H.  Mattern  was  born  in  Archer 
Township  on  Febrary  2,  1875.  He  attended  the 
common  schools  and  Hopedale  Normal  School 
and  then  taught  school  for  several  years.'  He 
read  medicine  and  entered  the  Ohio  Medical 
University  at  Columbus  in  1900,  where  he  was 
graduated  with  the  Doctor  of  Medicine  degree 
in  1901,  he  having  been  a member  of  the  first 
class  that  was  required  to  take  the  State 
Board’s  medical  examination.  Doctor  Mattern 
began  the  practice  of  medicine  June  1,  1904,  at 
Unlonport,  Jefferson  County,  Ohio.  In  1908  he 
located  at  Cadiz,  where  he  has  since  practiced 
his  profession.  He  is  recognized  as  a leading 
physician  and  surgeon  of  Harrison  County,  but 
of  recent  years  has  limited  his  professional  ac- 
tivities to  office  practice.  Doctor  Mattern  is  a 
member  of  the  Ohio  State  Medical  Society  and 
belongs  to  the  Masonic  fraternity,  holding  mem- 
bership in  the  Blue  Lodge  at  Unionport,  the 
Chapter  at  Cadiz,  Commandery  No.  11,  Steuben- 
ville; Scottish  Rite  (32d  degree)  and  the  Temple 
at  Columbus,  and  in  the  Eastern  Star  at  Cadiz. 
He  is  also  a member  of  the  Odd  Fellows  and 
the  Knights  of  Pythias. 

On  February  6,  1901,  Doctor  Mattern  was 
united  in  marriage  with  Etna  I.  Baker,  and  to 
them  have  been  born  the  following  children: 
Rezin  Neil  and  John  Elmo. 

James  E.  Birney  has  the  distinction  of  being 
one  of  the  representative  farmers  of  the  younger 
generation  in  Washington  Township,  Harrison 
County,  where  on  his  excellent  farm  of  eighty- 
three  acres  he  is  proving  the  value  of  his  earlier 
experience  In  connection  with  the  basic  indus- 
tries of  agriculture  and  stock-growing.  He  was 
born  on  his  father’s  old  homestead  farm  in 
Washington  township,  this  county,  June  5,  1896, 
and  is  a son  of  James  N.  and  Anna  R.  (McFad- 
den)  Birney,  both  representatives  of  sterling 
pioneer  families  of  the  county.  James  N. 
Birney  was  born  In  Washington  Township  Au- 
gust 27,  1845,  and  was  a son  of  John  Birney, 
who  was  bom  and  reared  in  Green  Township, 
this  county,  whence,  soon  after  his  marriage  to 
Miss  Hannah  McKee,  daughter  of  Robert  McKee, 
he  removed  to  Washington  Township,  where  he 
eventually  accumulated  a fine  landed  estate  of 
560  acres  and  where  he  remained  until  his 
death,  September  9,  1885.  His  first  wife  died 
in  1872,  and  later  he  married  Sarah  Eaton. 
The  children  of  the  first  marriage  were  six  in 
number:  Rachel  (Mrs.  Henry  Pittis),  Nelson, 
Robert  M.,  James  N.,  Rebecca  J.  (Mrs.  Matthew 
Simpson)  and  John  T.  John  Birney  was  a 
leader  in  the  local  councils  of  the  republican 
party,  served  several  years  as  township  trustee 
and  was  called  upon  to  serve  also  in  other 
township  offices.  He  was  a member  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  and  contributed 
loyally  to  its  support. 

James  N.  Birney  gave  his  entire  active  career 
to  farm  industry,  and  continued  to  reside  upon 
a part  of  the  old  home  farm  until  his  death, 
December  22,  1902,  his  farm  estate  at  the  time 
having  comprised  373  acres.  He  was  known 


and  honored  as  a liberal  and  public-spirited 
citizen,  was  specially  successful  in  his  enterprise 
as  an  agriculturist  and  stock-raiser,  was  a Re- 
publican in  political  allegiance  and  was  a zeal- 
ous member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
at  Tippecanoe,  as  is  also  his  widow. 

The  year  1869  recorded  the  marriage  of 
James  N.  Birney  to  Miss  Anna  R.  McFadden, 
who  likewise  was  bora  and  reared  in  Harrison 
County  and  who  is  a daughter  of  Robert  and 
Sarah  (Moore)  McFadden.  Robert  McFadden 
was  born  in  Belmont  County,  Ohio.  September 
4,  1813,  and  was  a son  of  Robert  and  Mary 
(Morrison)  McFadden,  the  former  of  whom  was 
born  in  Vermont  October  13,  1768,  and  the  latter 
of  whom  likewise  was  born  in  the  old  Green 
Mountain  State,  June  13,  1772;  their  marriage 
having  there  been  solemnized  October  13,  1795. 
Soon  after  their  marriage  Robert  McFadden,  Sr., 
and  his  wife  came  to  Ohio  and  became  numbered 
among  the  earliest  settlers  in  Belmont  County, 
where  he  began  the  reclaiming  of  a farm  in 
the  midst  of  the  forest  wilderness.  Eventually 
he  removed  with  his  family  to  Stock  Township, 
Harrison  County,  where  he  continued  his 
pioneer  farm  enterprise  and  where  both  he  and 
his  wife  passed  the  residue  of  their  lives. 

Robert  McFadden,  Jr.,  passed  his  earlier  life 
in  Belmont  County,  whence  he  accompanied  his 
parents  to  Harrison  County,  where  he  took  up 
wild  land  and  Improved  the  farm  later  owned  by 
his  son  John  S.  In  Stock  Township.  He  was  one 
of  the  substantial  and  honored  citizens  and  repre- 
sentative farmers  of  this  township  at  the  time 
of  his  death,  March  15,  1876,  and  here  his 
widow’s  death  occurred  on  the  21st  of  June, 
1879,  both  having  been  zealous  members  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  at  Pleasant  Valley, 
in  which  he  served  a number  of  years  as  class 
leader.  In  politics  he  was  a staunch  democrat. 

November  6,  1837,  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  McFadden  to  Miss  Sarah  Moore,  daughter 
of  Robert  Moore,  another  well  known  pioneer 
of  Harrison  County,  and  of  this  union  were  born 
eight  children:  Mary  (Mrs.  George  S.  Johnston), 
James  M.,  Margaret  (Mrs.  William  A.  Welch), 
Robert  H.,  John  S.,  William  W.,  James  and 
Anna  Rebecca  (Mrs.  James  N.  Birney). 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  James  N.  Birney  became  the 
parents  of  five  children:  Robert  Hopkins,  who 
has  the  management  of  the  old  home  farm,  and 
there  remains  with  his  widowed  mother,  who 
is  a devoted  member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  at  Tippecanoe,  as  was  also  her  husband; 
okn  M,  who  owns  and  resides  upon  a farm  of 
119  acres  in  Washington  Township,  was  united 
In  marriage  October  27,  1915,  to  Miss  Eva 
McClintock:  Betha  Viola  is  the  wife  of  Charles 
W.  Adams,  or  Archer  Township,  and  they  have 
two  children — Birney  and  Mabel  Virginia; 
Harry  Moore,  now  engaged  in  farming  in  Frank- 
lin Township,  married  Miss  Ella  McClintock, 
and  they  have  two  children — Forrest  Earl  and 
Anna  Rebecca ; and  James  Earl  is  more  specifi- 
cally mentioned  in  the  following  paragraph. 

James  Earl  Birney  was  born  on  the  old  home- 
stead mentioned  in  the  preceding  context,  and 
the  date  of  his  nativity,  as  before  noted,  was 
June  5,  1890.  In  addition  to  profiting  by  the  ad- 
vantages of  the  public  schools  of  his  native 
county  he  was  for  one  term  a student  in  the 
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business  college  at  Urichsville,  Tuscarawas 
County.  Thereafter  he  continued  his  association 
with  the  activities  of  the  old  home  farm  until 
his  marriage  on  the  7th  of  November,  1917,  to 
Miss  Bessie  Olive  Auld,  daughter  of  Allison  P. 
and  Mary  Belle  (Aleeks)  Auld.  After  this  Im- 
portant event  In  his  career  he  established  his 
home  on  his  present  farm,  which  he  has  made  a 
center  of  progressive  enterprise  in  both  the  ag- 
ricultural and  live-stock  departments.  Mr.  Bir- 
ney  has  made  no  inroads  Into  the  arena  of 
practical  politics  but  gives  his  allegiance  to  the 
republican  party,  and  his  wife  holds  membership 
in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  at  Tippe- 
canoe. They  have  a fine  little  son.  James 
Allison. 

Lafayette  Martin,  whp  -Was  born  and  reared 
in  Harrison  County  and  Js  a scjon  of  one  of  its 
sterling  pioneer  families, ' has  "now  passed  the 
psalmist’s  span  of  three  score  years  and  ten  and 
is  living  virtually  ^retired  in ‘the  attractive  little 
city  of  Cadiz,  the  county  seat.  . He  was  but 
sixteen  years  of  age  when  his  youthful  patriot- 
ism prompted  him  to  go  forth  as  a representative 
of  Harrison  County  in  the  Civil  war  in  which 
he  made  an  excellent  record  as  one  of  the  gal- 
lant young  defenders  of  the  Union.  The  same 
loyalty  has  characterized  him  during  the  long 
intervening  years  and  in  all  of  the  relations  of 
life,  so  that  it  is  but  natural  that  he  should  have 
secure  place  in  popular  esteem. 

Mr.  Martin  was  born  in  Cadiz  Township,  Har- 
rison County,  October  23,  1847,  and  is  a son  of 
George  and  Mary  (Kesey)  Martin,  both  of  whom 
passed  their  entire  lives  in  this  county  and  the 
latter  of  whom  was  a daughter  of  Conrad  Ke- 
sey, one  of  the  early  settlers  in  Cadiz  Township. 
George  Martin’s  parents  likewise  were  pioneers 
of  the  county,  where  they  continued  to  reside 
until  their  deaths.  He  was  reared  under  the 
conditions  of  the  pioneer  days  and  finally  became 
the  owner  of  a farm  of  120  acres  in  Cadiz  Town- 
ship, where  he  and  his  wife  passed  the  remain- 
der of  their  earnest,  unassuming  and  useful 
lives,  both  having  heen  zealous  members  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  They  became  the 
parents  of  four  children,  Fafayette,  Angeline,  * 
William  and  Olander. 

The  district  schools  of  Cadiz  Township  af- 
forded Lafayette  Martin  his  early  educational 
advantages,  and  he  gained  a full  quota  of  youth- 
ful experience  in  connection  with  the  activities 
of  the  home  farm.  In  1864.  when  but  sixteen 
years  of  age.  he  enlisted  as  a member  of  Com- 
pany D.  One  Hundred  and  Seventieth  Ohio  Vol- 
unteer Infantry,  his  enlistment  having  occurred 
In  May  and  he  having  soon  afterward  accom- 
panied his  command  to  the  front.  He  took  part 
in  the  battles  of  Snickers  Gap  and  Maryland 
Height,  besides  participating  in  various  skir- 
mishes and  other  minor  engagements,  his  hon- 
orable discharge  having  been  received  at  the 
expiration  of  his  term  of  enlistment.  September 
10.  1864.  In  later  years  he  has  vitalized  his 
interest  in  his  old  comrades  by  his  active  affilia- 
tion with  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  in 
which  he  is  one  of  the  comparatively  few  re- 
maining veterans  of  the  post  at  Cadiz. 


After  the  war  Mr.  Martin  passed  one  year 
in  the  state  of  Missouri,  and  he  then  returned 
to  his  native  county  and  learned  the  carpen- 
ter’s trade,  in  1868.  To  this  trade  he  gave  the 
major  part  of  his  time  and  attention  for  many 
years,  and  he  became  one  of  the  successful  con- 
tractors and  builders  in  Harrison  County.  In 
1895  he  purchased  a furniture  and  undertaking 
business  at  Cadiz,  but  this  he  sold  two  years 
later.  Shortly  afterward  he  purchased  a store, 
and  this  enterprise  he  continued  sixteen  years, 
with  his  son  as  his  efficient  assistant.  In  1908, 
as  candidate  on  the  republican  ticket,  he  was 
elected  sheriff  of  the  county,  In  which  he  served 
two  terms  and  gave  an  excellent  administration, 
his  period  of  service  continuing  from  November, 
1904,  until  January,  1910.  He  and  his  wife  are 
active  members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  in  their  home  village. 

The  Centennial  year,  1876,  recorded  the  mar- 
riage of  Mr.  Martin  to  Miss  Margaret  Finical, 
daughter  of  Robert  Finical,  of  Harrison  County, 
and  they  had  two  children:  Harry  Warren 

Martin  and  Florence.  The  son  still  resides  at 
Cadiz  and  is  actively  engaged  in  business.  He 
married  Miss  Grace  Zimmerman,  and  they  have 
three  children,  Robert  L.,  Ralph  and  Harry  W., 
Jr.  Mrs.  Martin  died  October  24,  1919. 

Charles  W.  Ruff  is  distinctively  one  of  the 
progressive  and  wide-awake  citizens  and  busi- 
ness men  of  the  younger  generation  in  his  na- 
tive county  and  is  at  the  present  time  serving 
as  mayor  of  the  village  of  Malvern,  an  office  to 
which  he  was  elected  in  November,  1918.  He  is 
actively  identified  with  industrial  and  commer- 
cial interests  of  importance  as  general  manager 
of  the  Consolidated  Clay  Products  Company,  the 
headquarters  of  which  corporation  are  main- 
tained in  the  city  of  Canton,  Stark  County. 

Mr.  Ruff  was  born  in  Brown  Township,  Car- 
roll  County,  October  21,  1881,  and  is  a son  of 
Jesse  C.  Ruff,  of  whom  individual  record  is 
given  on  other  pages  of  this  work,  so  that  fur- 
ther review  of  the  family  history  is  not  here 
demanded.  Charles  W.  Ruff  continued  his 
studies  in  the  public  schools  until  his  graduation 
in  the  Minerva  High  School  as  a member  of  the 
class  of  1899.  Soon  afterward  he  initiated  his 
association  with  the  clay-working  industry, 
which  is  one  of  much  importance  in  this  section 
of  the  state,  and  his  ability  and  effective  service 
won  him  advancement  in  this  field  of  enterprise, 
as  indicated  by  his  present  incumbency  of  the 
position  of  general  manager  of  the  Consolidated 
Clay  Products  Company.  He  is  also  vice  presi- 
dent of  the  Valley  Electrical  Company  and  pres- 
ident of  the  advisory  council  of  Carroll  County. 
His  personal  popularity,  as  coupled  with  his 
staunch  loyalty  as  a democrat,  resulted  in  his 
election  to  the  office  of  mayor  of  Malvern,  In 
which  he  is  giving  a characteristically  vigorous 
and  progressive  administration.  He  is  serving 
also  as  Justice  of  the  peace  and  seems  to  have 
an  unlimited  capacity  for  application  to  work 
and  service.  He  is  affiliated  with  the  Knights 
of  Pythias,  the  Pythian  Sisters,  of  which  latter 
organization  his  wife  likewise  Is  a member,  the 
Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  and  both 
are  zealous  members  of  Bethlehem  Presbyterian 
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Church  in  their  home  village,  in  which  he  is 
superintendent  of  the  Sunday  School. 

In  the  year  1902  was  solemnized  the  marriage 
of  Mr.  Ruff  to  Miss  Josephine  Haskey,  daughter 
of  Henry  Haskey,  a sketch  of  whose  career  ap- 
pears elsewhere  in  this  volume.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Ruff  have  two  daughters,  Helen,  born  August 
17,  1908,  and  Esther,  born  in  September,  1912. 

Chables  C.  Whitsett,  M.  D.  Both  by  inherit- 
ance and  training  Dr.  Charles  C.  Whitsett  is  a 
physician  and  surgeon  of  marked  ability,  and 
he  has  built  up  a reputation  in  his  locality  for 
dependability  and  earnest  faithfulness  which  has 
won  for  him  the  warm  appreciation  of  his  fel- 
low citizens.  He  was  born  at  California,  Penn- 
sylvania, February  19,  1800,  a son  of  Dr.  James 
E.  and  Clara  V.  (Martin)  Whitsett,  and  grand- 
son of  Ralph  C.  Whitsett,  the  latter  being  a 
farmer  and  owner  of  a shovel  factory  of  Fayette 
County,  Pennsylvania.  Ralph  C.  Whitsett  mar- 
ried Rebecca  Estep. 

Dr.  James  E.  Whitsett  was  born  at  Perryopo- 
lis,  Fayette  County,  Pennsylvania,  and  his  wife 
was  born  in  the  same  place,  a daughter  of  John 
and  Mary  (Vale)  Martin.  John  Martin  was  a 
glass  manufacturer  and  merchant  of  Perryopolis, 
Pennsylvania,  at  the  time  of  his  death.  For  a 
number  of  years  Dr.  James  E.  Whitsett  was  en- 
gaged in  the  practice  of  his  profession  at  Beth- 
any, West  Virginia,  and  died  there  while  still 
in  practice.  He  and  his  wife  had  the  following 
children;  Emma,  who  Is  deceased;  Dr.  Charles 
C.,  who  was  the  second  in  order  of  birth ; Annie. 
Ollie  and  Ralph,  all  of  whom  died  when  small 
children;  and  John  W.,  who  lives  at  Sardis, 
Ohio.  Dr.  James  E.  Whitsett  and  his  wife  be- 
longed to  and  worked  in  the  Christian  Church. 
They  were  people  of  the  highest  character  who 
took  their  religion  Into  their  everyday  lives,  and 
made  the  world  the  better  for  their  having  been 
in  It. 

Dr.  Charles  C.  Whitsett  attended  the  public 
schools  and  college  of  Bethany,  West  Virginia, 
and  later  became  a student  at  the  Ohio  Medical 
College  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  from  which  he  was 
graduated  in  18S2.  Following  this  he  entered 
upon  the  practice  of  his  calling  at  Hendrysburg, 
Ohio,  and  remained  there  until  1908,  at  which 
time  he  moved  to  Freeport,  and  has  made  this 
city  his  place  of  residence  ever  since.  He  is 
recognized  as  one  of  the  reliable  and  skilled  men 
of  his  profession  In  Harrison  County,  and  be- 
longs to  the  County  and  State  Medical  Societies. 
He  is  a Blue  Lodge  Mason,  and  still  holds  his 
membership  in  his  lodge  at  Hendrysburg. 

In  1885  Doctor  Whitsett  was  married  to  Rosa 
Jones,  a daughter  of  Dr.  William  and  Rebecca 
Jones,  and  they  had  four  children,  namely: 
William,  Percy  and  Leona,  all  of  whom  died  in 
infancy,  and  Bessie,  who  is  now  married.  The 
first  Mrs.  Whitsett  died  in  1801.  In  1901  Doctor 
Whitsett  was  married  to  Lena  McLaughlin,  a 
daughter  of  John  and  Emily  (Glass)  McLaugh- 
lin. Doctor  and  Mrs.  Whitsett  belong  to  the 
Disciples  Church.  They  have  gathered  about 
them  a pleasant  circle  of  congenial  companions, 
and  are  factors  in  the  social  life  of  Freeport. 
While  much  occupied  with  his  professional  du- 
ties, Doctor  Whitsett  finds  time  as  a good  citizen 


to  take  an  interest  in  civic  matters,  and  gives 
his  support  to  those  men  and  measures  which  he 
deems  will  be  for  the  best  of  the  majority  of  the 
people. 

Prior  to  her  marriage  with  Doctor  Whitsett 
Mrs.  Whitsett  was  married  to  Sherman  Penn,  of 
Hendrysburg,  Ohio,  and  they  had  one  son,  Har- 
old Floyd,  who  is  now  living  with  his  mother 
and  Doctor  Whitsett,  and  is  a very  promising 
lad. 

John  M.  McConnell.  For  one  full  century 
the  name  McConnell  has  been  known  in  Harrison 
County,  the  business  roster  of  Cadiz  having  the 
name  of  Michael  McConnell,  who  came  from 
Maryland  in  1820  and  operated  a chair  factory 
and  paint  shop  one  hundred  years  ago.  His  chil- 
dren were  John  A.,  William,  Sarah,  Nancy, 
James,  Amanda,  Ezra,  Rebecca,  Samuel  B.  and 
Martin  A.  McConnell.  The  second  son  of  that 
pioneer  family,  William  McConnell,  became  the 
father  of  John  M.  McConnell,  the  present  day 
dealer  in  wall  paper,  paints  and  varnishes  in 
Cadiz,  a business  established  practically  one 
hundred  years  ago.  In  turn  it  has  been  owned 
by  Michael,  William  and  John  M.  McConnell, 
and  has  been  carried  on  through  three  genera- 
tions in  the  family. 

William  McConnell  was  born  March  28,  1828, 
in  Cadiz,  and  he  married  Eliza  Mary  Burns, 
whose  father  was  an  itinerant  Protestant  Meth- 
odist minister.  She  is  a daughter  of  Rev.  John 
and  Mary  (Pierson)  Bums,  and  at  the  time  of 
her  birth  they  were  living  in  Wheeling.  Their 
son.  John  M.  McConnell,  was  bom  January  27, 
1859,  In  Cadiz.  He  has  always  lived  In  Har- 
rison County.  While  the  grandfather,  Michael 
McConnell,  was  born  in  Maryland,  the  grand- 
mother, Susan  (Gallagher)  McConnell,  was 
born  in  Ireland. 

In  the  study  of  domestic  economy  pain  is  rec- 
ognized as  a preserving  agency,  and  Michael  Mc- 
Connell was  a painter.  His  son  William  McCon- 
nell was  a house  painter  and  paper  hanger, 
being  the  first  man  in  Cadiz  to  offer  wall  paper 
for  sale,  and  his  son  has  continued  the  business. 
The  death  of  William  McConnell  occurred  in 
1906,  after  many  years  as  a business  man  in  the 
community.  It  is  an  unusual  record  for  three 
generations  in  one  family  to  round  out  a century 
in  the  paint  business,  but  Michael  McConnell, 
who  came  to  Cadiz  in  1820,  was  a painter. 
While  there  is  no  record  that  he  sold  paint,  his 
son  William  McConnell  was  a dealer  as  well  as 
house  painter,  and  the  McConnell  store  today 
specializes  in  paints.  What  other  family  shows 
one  hundred  years  in  the  same  line  of  business? 
The  record  Is  unique  In  any  community. 

John  M.  McConnell  was  the  oldest  son  bom 
to  William  and  Eliza  Mary  (Burns)  McConnell. 
A brother,  Edwin  P.,  was  bom  July  1,  1860,  and 
died  January  16,  1902.  A sister.  Susannah,  was 
born  February  27,  1862,  and  died  July  30,  1863 ; 
George  was  bom  February  7,  1864 ; Lizzie,  Feb- 
ruary 16,  1866;  Harry  B.,  September  14,  1867; 
Ann  J.,  was  born  January  3,  1870,  and  died  No- 
vember 2,  1871 ; Frederick  W.  was  bom  October 
30,  1871,  and  died  November  18,  1876;  and  Eliza 
Gertrude,  bora  July  13,  1874,  was  the  youngest 
of  the  family.  The  father  died  October  30,  1906,

and  the  mother,  July  2,  1910,  both  having  at- 
tained to  old  age  in  Harrison  County. 

After  completing  his  education  in  the  public 
schools  of  Cadiz  J.  M.  McConnell  learned  house 
painting,  and  later  he  became  a postal  mall 
clerk,  finally  traveling  as  a saleman  for  a wall 
paper  firm  and  later  becoming  a business  part- 
ner with  his  father  in  the  store  he  operates 
today.  Because  of  the  emergency  occasioned  by 
the  World  war  Mr.  McConnell  spent  another 
year  and  a half  in  the  mail  service,  doing  it  as 
a patriotic  duty. 

In  1912  he  married  Mary  Harriet  Mansfield, 
a daughter  of  James  W.  and  Samantha  Jane 
Mansfield,  of  Jefferson  County.  Mr.  McConnell 
is  a member  of  the  Masonic  Blue  Lodge  in 
Cadiz;  P.  H.  P.  Chapter  No.  171,  of  Cadiz; 
Hope  Commandery  No.  26,  K.  T.,  of  Bellaire; 
Aladdin  Temple,  A.  A.  O.  N.  M.  S.,  of  Colum- 
bus, and  of  the  Masonic  Veterans  of  Columbus. 
Mrs.  McConnell  is  a member  of  the  Eastern 
Star  of  Cadiz;  White  Shrine  of  Jerusalem, 
Beaver  Falls,  Pennsylvania ; and  Isis  Court, 
Ladles  of  the  Oriental  Shrine,  of  Wheeling,  West 
Virginia.  She  is  an  honorary  member  of  the 
Supreme  Council.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  McConnell  are 
members  of  the  Methodist  Church  in  Cadiz.  Mr. 
McConnell’s  first  Sunday  School  teacher  was 
“Uncle”  Matthew  Simpson,  the  man  who  raised 
Bishop  Simpson.  Mr.  McConnell  was  the  most 
active  member  of  the  local  Red  Cross  Society 
during  the  World  war,  he  having  had  charge  of 
all  the  packing  and  shipping  of  supplies  for- 
warded by  the  Red  Cross.  In  politics  he  is  a 
republican,  and  is  now  and  has  been  for  the  last 
four  years  coroner  of  Harrison  County. 

Robert  H.  Lyle  has  had  the  good  Judgment  to 
appreciate  fully  the  advantage  afforded  for  suc- 
cessful farm  enterprise  in  his  native  county,  and 
has  secure  vantage-place  as  one  of  the  substan- 
tial and  representative  agriculturists  and  stock- 
growers  of  Short  Creek  Township,  Harrison 
County,  where  his  birth  occurred  on  the  17th  of 
April,  1882.  He  is  a son  of  George  L.  and 
Nancy  J.  (Gillespie)  Lyle,  both  of  whom  were 
born  In  Belmont  County,  this  state,  and  the 
latter  of  whom  was  a daughter  of  Robert  Gil- 
lespie. David  and  Mary  (Love)  Lyle,  paternal 
grandparents  of  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  re- 
mained in  Belmont  County  until  their  deaths, 
and  the  grandfather  was  there  a prosperous 
farmer.  Their  children  were  seven  in  number, 
George,  John,  James,  Miller,  Annabelle,  Ella 
and  Sarah. 

George  L.  Lyle  was  reared  and  educated  In 
Belmont  County,  and  there  he  continued  his 
association  with  farm  enterprise  until  the  late 
*708,  when  he  came  to  Short  Creek  Township, 
Harrison  County,  where  he  developed  a fine 
farm  property  and  where  he  remained  until  his 
death  In  1907.  He  was  a member  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  at  New  Athens.  He  is  survived 
by  his  widow  and  five  children.  Dr.  Walter  G. 
is  a successful  physician  and  surgeon  at  Bloom- 
ingdale,  Jefferson  County;  Robert  Harvey  is  the 
immediate  subject  of  this  review;  Joseph  G.  is 
engaged  in  farming  in  Harrison  County ; Gretta 
Is  the  wife  of  Harvey  T.  Elliott,  of  this  county ; 
and  David  M.  Is  engaged  in  business  with  the 


Short  Creek  Coal  Company,  living  at  New 
Athens. 

In  addition  to  receiving  the  advantages  of  the 
district  schools  of  his  native  township  Robert 
Harvey  Lyle  also  attended  for  one  year  the  cele- 
brated Valparaiso  University  at  Valparaiso,  In- 
diana. As  a young  man  he  was  for  two  years 
engaged  in  farming  in  Athens  Township,  and  he 
then  returned  to  his  native  township  of  Short 
Creek,  where  he  has  since  staged  his  activities 
on  his  well  Improved  farm  of  104  acres.  In  con- 
nection with  well  regulated  agriculture  he  gives 
special  attention  to  breeding  and  raising  regis- 
tered Shorthorn  cattle  and  Poland  China  swine. 
His  political  allegiance  is  given  to  the  demo- 
cratic party,  and  he  and  his  wife  hold  member- 
ship In  the  Presbyterian  Church  at  New  Athens. 

The  year  1909  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Lyle  to  Miss  Jennie  W.  Whittaker,  daughter  of 
Dr.  John  W.  Whittaker,  of  Bloomingdale,  Jeffer- 
son County,  and  the  one  child  of  this  union  is  a 
winsome  little  daughter,  Frances  Irene. 

Thomas  E.  Geobge  Is  another  of  the  honored 
representatives  of  a family  that  has  been  one  of 
prominence  and  influence  in  Carroll  County  for 
nearly  a century  and  a quarter,  and  In  various 
other  general  and  personal  sketches  appearing 
In  this  work  will  be  found  further  rg^prd  con- 
cerning this  sterling  pioneer  family.  , 

• Thomas  Edgar  George,  who  Is  now  serving 
as  county  clerk  of  Carroll  County,  was  born  in 
Fox  Township,  this  county,  February  9,  1887, 
and  is  a son  of  John  C.  and  Anna  E.  (McGinnis) 
George,  both  likewise  natives  of  Fox  Township, 
where  the  latter’s  parents  settled  upon  coming 
to  the  county  from  Pennsylvania.  Their  home 
was  later  established  in  Iowa,  where  the  daugh- 
ter Anna  E.  remained  until  the  time  of  her  mar- 
riage. She  was  born  in  1850.  John  C.  George 
was  born  May  22,  1842,  a son  of  Thomas  George, 
who  was  born  in  Cumberland  County,  Maryland, 
and  who  was  a child  at  the  time  when  ,in  1809, 
the  family  home  was  established  in  Carroll 
County,  Ohio,  his  father  having  settled  in  the 
midst  of  the  virgin  forest  and  having  reclaimed 
one  of  the  pioneer  farms  of  Fox  Township.  After 
his  marriage  Thomas  George  and  his  wife,  whose 
family  name  was  Walker,  settled  on  a farm 
near  the  present  village  of  Mechanicstown, 
where  they  endured  the  full  tension  of  pioneer 
life  but  developed  the  excellent  farm  on  which 
they  passed  the  remainder  of  their  lives.  Mrs. 
George  passed  away  in  1874  and  his  death  oc- 
curred in  the  following  year,  their  children  hav- 
ing been  nine  in  number. 

John  C.  George  was  reared  on  the  old  home 
farm  and  received  the  advantages  of  the  schools 
of  the  locality  and  period,  including  an  old-time 
select  school  at  Carrollton.  He  continued  his 
allegiance  to  the  great  industry  of  agriculture 
during  his  entire  active  career  and  was  one  of 
the  substantial  farmers  and  Influential  citizens 
of  Fox  Township  at  the  time  of  his  death,  April 
28,  1919,  his  widow  still  remaining  on  the  old 
home  farm,  which  is  one  of  the  finely  improved 
places  of  Fox  Township  and  situated  about  one 
mile  south  of  Mechanicstown.  Mr.  George  was 
a stalwart  republican  and  was  an  earnest  mem- 
ber of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  as  Is 
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also  his  widow.  They  became  the  parents  of  six 
children:  Myrtle,  Ethel,  Edwin  and  Thomas 
(twins),  Walter  and  Ernest.  The  son  Edwin 
died  July  3,  1907. 

Thomas  E.  George  early  gained  experience  in 
connection  with  the  activities  of  the  home  farm, 
and  in  addition  to  receiving  the  advantages  of 
the  public  schools  he  pursued  a higher  course 
of  study  by  attending  Muskingum  College.  For 
three  and  one-half  years  thereafter  he  was  en- 
gaged in  the  general  merchandise  business  at 
Canfield,  Mahoning  County,  and  for  an  equal 
period  he  followed  the  same  line  of  enterprise 
at  Carrollton,  judicial  center  of  his  native 
county.  In  1918  he  was  elected  county  clerk,  of 
which  office  he  has  since  continued  the  efficient 
and  popular  incumbent,  the  preferment  indicat- 
ing the  secure  place  which  is  his  in  the  esteem  of 
the  people  of  his  native  county.  His  political 
allegiance  is  given  to  the  republican  party,  he 
is  affiliated  with  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows,  and  both  he  and  his  wife  hold  member- 
ship In  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  at  Car- 
rollton, his  father  having  long  served  as  an 
elder  of  the  church  of  this  denomination  at 
Mechanicstown. 

March  9,  1910,  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
George  to  Miss  Elizabeth  Andrews,  daughter  of 
Samuel  L.  Andrews,  of  Fox  Township,  and  the 
one  child  of  this  union  is  Carl  Edwin,  who  was 
born  September  28,  1911. 

Frederick  Buel  has  been  actively  engaged  in 
the  lumber  business  at  Malvern,  Carroll  County, 
for  nearly  half  a century  and  has  been  a resi- 
dent of  this  county  since  he  was  a child  of 
about  three  years.  As  a young  man  he  went 
forth  as  a valiant  soldier  of  the  Union  In  the 
Civil  war,  and  aside  from  this  patriotic  service 
he  has  further  honored  his  home  county  by  his 
worthy  achievement  as  a successful  business 
man.  He  is  now  senior  member  of  the  firm  of 
Frederick  Buel  & Son,  dealers  in  lumber,  cement, 
plaster,  hardware,  and  paint  and  other  builders’ 
supplies,  and  the  establishment  of  the  firm  is 
one  of  the  oldest  and  most  important  in  the  vil- 
lage of  Malvern,  Brown  Township. 

Mr.  Buel  was  born  In  Wurtemberg,  Germany, 
June  18,  1836,  and  Is  a son  of  David  and  Fred- 
ericka  (Bendle)  Buel,  both  natives  of  Wurtem- 
berg, where  the  former  was  born  In  1805  and 
the  latter  in  1803.  The  original  spelling  of  the 
family  name  was  Buhl,  and  the  present  Angli- 
cized spelling  was  adopted  after  the  immigration 
to  America.  In  1839  David  Buel,  accompanied 
by  his  wife  and  their  three  children,  Fredericks, 
Caroline  and  Frederick,  came  to  America  on  a 
sailing  vessel  of  the  type  common  to  that  period, 
and  In  that  year  the  family  home  was  estab- 
lished at  Lodi,  Carroll  County,  Ohio,  a village  to 
which  later  was  given  the  present  name,  Mal- 
vern. The  father  here  engaged  in  the  work  of 
his  trade,  that  of  tailor,  and  this  constituted  his 
vocation  for  many  years.  He  was  one  of  the 
venerable  and  honored  citizens  of  Malvern  at 
the  time  of  his  death  in  1891,  and  his  widow 
passed  to  the  life  eternal  In  1895.  Their  four 
younger  children  were  born  In  Carroll  County, 
and  Fredericks,  eldest  of  the  three  born  in 
Germany,  is  now  the  wife  of  Joseph  Fishel,  of 


Malvern.  She  was  born  July  28,  1833,  Freder- 
ick, immediate  subject  of  this  review,  was  the 
next  in  order  of  birth.  Caroline  became  the 
wife  of  Moses  Gascon  and  is  now  deceased. 
Henry  still  resides  at  Malvern.  David,  who  en- 
tered the  Union  service  in  the  Civil  war,  was 
wounded  in  an  engagement  at  Jackson,  Missis- 
sippi, May  14,  1863,  and  was  brought  back  to 
the  parental  home,  where  he  died,  on  the  30th  of 
the  following  July.  Catherine  died  in  Infancy, 
as  did  also  the  seventh  child,  a son.  David 
Buel,  the  father,  was  a soldier  In  the  Mexican 
war  and  also  was  in  active  service  In  the  Civil 
war,  as  were  three  of  his  sons,  Henry,  of  Mal- 
vern, being  a veteran  of  the  latter  conflict,  as  is 
also  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  This  family  rec- 
ord of  loyal  service  bespeaks  the  loftiest  of 
patriotism. 

Frederick  Buel  acquired  his  early  education 
in  the  village  school  at  Malvern,  and  he  attended 
also  the  seminary  that  was  here  conducted 
in  that  early  day.  In  1859  he  entered  Mount 
Union  College,  where  he  pursued  a higher  course 
of  study.  In  the  meanwhile  he  had  become  a 
successful  teacher  in  the  district  school,  and  he 
continued  his  service  in  the  pedagogic  profession 
until  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil  war,  when  he 
promptly  tendered  his  services  in  defense  of  the 
Union.  Of  the  early  experiences  of  Mr.  Buel 
there  is  one  to  which  special  attention  may  be 
called.  When  he  was  a lad  of  eleven  years  he 
found  employment  as  driver  of  horses  used  In 
transporting  the  boats  on  the  old  canal  between 
Cleveland  and  Portsmouth. 

In  May,  1861,  he  enlisted  as  a private  In 
Company  F,  Fourth  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry, 
and  at  the  expiration  of  his  three  months'  term 
was  mustered  out,  August  18,  1861.  On  the  4th 
of  the  following  November  he  re-enlisted,  be- 
coming at  this  time  a private  in  Company  A, 
Eightieth  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  which  was 
mobilized  at  Camp  Meigs,  whence  It  went  for- 
ward to  Paducah,  Kentucky,  and  then  to  Co- 
rinth, Mississippi,  where  it  took  part  In  the 
siege  against  that  city,  including  the  battle 
continued  during  the  4th  and  5th  of  October, 
1862.  'Thereafter  Mr.  Buel  was  with  his  regi- 
ment in  numerous  spirited  engagements,  includ- 
ing those  of  Raymond  and  Jackson,  the  siege  of 
Vicksburg,  the  battle  of  Missionary  Ridge  and 
participated  in  Sherman's  historic  march  from 
Atlanta  to  the  sea.  Efficient  and  faithful  serv- 
ice gained  to  him  promotion  to  the  office  of 
second  lieutenant  January  15*  1863,  and  on  the 
27th  of  the  following  April  he  was  made  first 
lieutenant.  He  was  mustered  out  at  Savannah, 
Georgia,  December  21,  1864,  at  the  expiration  of 
his  second  term  of  enlistment,  and  returned 
with  his  regiment  to  Ohio,  where  he  received 
his  honorable  discharge. 

After  the  termination  of  three  and  one-half 
years  of  gallant  service  as  a soldier  of  the 
Union  Mr.  Buel  returned  to  Malvern,  and  on 
the  10th  of  April,  1865,  he  here  engaged  in  the 
general  merchandise  business.  He  continued 
this  enterprise  until  February  21,  1871,  when  he 
sold  the  stock  and  business  and  became  a part- 
ner of  hi 8 brother-in-law,  Joseph  Fishel,  in  the 
lumber  business.  . The  business  was  successfully 
conducted  under  the  firm  name  ef  Fishel  & Buel

for  many  years,  and  a few  years  before  his 
death  Mr.  Fisbel  sold  his  interest  to  his  part- 
ner, who  In  1904  admitted  his  son  Henry  V.  to 
partnership,  the  substantial  and  well  ordered 
business  having  since  been  conducted  under  the 
firm  name  of  Frederick  Buel  & Son. 

Mr.  Buel  has  been  signally  loyal  and  public- 
spirited  as  a citizen  and  has  been  unwavering 
in  his  allegiance  to  the  republican  party  from 
the  time  when  he  cast  his  vote  in  support  of 
Abraham  Lincoln  for  the  presidency.  He  has 
inviolable  place  in  the  confidence  of  the  people 
of  his  home  county,  has  served  as  a member  of 
the  village  council,  as  treasurer  of  Brown  Town- 
ship, and  as  a member  of  the  school  board,  be- 
sides which  he  gave  eight  and  one-half  years  of 
effective  service  as  a member  of  the  board  of 
trustees  of  the  Girls*  Industrial  Home  at  Dela- 
ware. He  has  been  influential  in  the  local  coun- 
cils of  the  republican  party  and  was  a delegate 
to  the  national  convention  at  which  Hon.  Will- 
iam H.  Taft  was  nominated  for  the  presidency 
for  the  second  time.  He  is  an  appreciative  mem- 
ber of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  and  the 
Military  Order  of  the  Loyal  Legion  of  the  United 
States.  He  and  his  wife  have  long  been  active 
and  zealous  members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  in  their  home  village,  and  in  the  same 
he  has  held  various  official  positions,  including 
those  of  steward,  trustee  and  class  leader. 

On  the  21 8 1 of  April,  1864,  was  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  Mr.  Buel  to  Miss  Julia  A.  Fishel, 
who  was  born  in  Brown  Township,  Carroll 
County,  May  25,  1840.  She  is  a sister  of  the 
late  Joseph  Fishel,  who  was  long  her  husband’s 
associate  in  the  lumber  business,  as  noted  in  a 
preceding  paragraph.  Mrs.  Buel  is  a daughter 
of  Henry  and  Margaret  (MeClurg)  Fishel,  who 
were  bom  in  Pennsylvania  but  their  marriage 
was  solemnized  in  Ohio  and  they  were  numbered 
among  the  sterling  pioneers  of  Carroll  County, 
where  they  passed  the  closing  period  of  their 
lives.  The  concluding  paragraph  of  this  review 
offers  brief  record  concerning  the  children  of 
Mr.  and  Mra  Buel : 

Agnes  Roberta  is  the  wife  of  Henry  H.  Tracy, 
of  San  Francisco,  California.  Joseph  F.  married 
Miss  Lillie  Thompson,  and  they  now  reside  at 
Lodi,  California.  Henry  V.,  who  is  junior  mem- 
ber of  the  firm  of  Frederick  Buel  & Son,  was 
bom  at  Malvern  in  1873,  and  after  completing 
the  curriculum  of  the  local  high  school  he  con- 
tinued his  studies  in  and  graduated  from  Mount 
Union  College,  which  his  father  had  attended 
in  his  youth.  Henry  V.  likewise  proved  his  pow- 
ers as  a successful  teacher  in  the  public  schools, 
and  he  continued  to  assist  his  father  in  the 
management  of  the  latter’s  lumber  interests  un- 
til 1904,  when  he  was  admitted  to  a partnership 
in  the  business,  the  greater  part  of  its  active 
supervision  and  direction  now  devolving  upon 
him,  the  while  he  is  well  upholding  the  prestige 
of  the  family  name  both  as  a progressive  citizen 
and  as  an  able  business  man.  In  politics  he  Is 
a republican,  and  he  holds  the  office  of  notary 
public.  He  has  received  the  thirty-second  degree 
of  the  Ancient  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of  the 
Masonic  fraternity,  is  affiliated  also  with  the 
Knights  of  Pythias,  and  he  and  his  wife  are 
active  members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 


Church.  Mr.  Buel  wedded  Miss  Vinnie  Pearson, 
of  Malvern,  and  they  have  two  children,  Elta 
and  Harlan.  Frederick  H.  Buel,  youngest  of 
the  children  of  the  subject  of  this  review,  re- 
sides at  Youngstown,  Mahoning  County,  and  is 
a successful  lumber  salesman. 

Eli  H.  Pretty  is  one  of  the  executive  heads 
of  the  Carrollton  Motor  Company,  which  is  giv- 
ing the  most  effective  service  with  its  well 
equipped  garage  in  the  city  of  Carrollton,  judi- 
cial center  of  Carroll  County,  and  It  has  been 
due  to  his  Initiative  and  progressive  policies 
that  this  city  has  gained  this  up-to-date  estab- 
lishment, which  is  the  only  garage  at  Carrollton 
that  maintains  a battery-service  station  and 
carries  a full  line  of  automobile  supplies,  be- 
sides having  a repair  department  that  affords 
the  best  of  service  to  patrons.  The  company 
have  the  local  agency  for  the  celebrated  Chevro- 
let and  Overland  automobiles  and  the  popular 
Tuscan  tires,  which  latter  they  sell  to  patrons 
at  factory  prices,  with  a guaranty  of  6,000  miles 
of  service.  F*alr  and  honorable  dealings  and 
the  maximum  excellence  of  service  have  gained 
to  this  concern  a substantial  and  representative 
supporting  patronage. 

Mr.  Pretty,  a representative  business  man  or 
the  younger  generation  at  Carrollton,  was  bora 
in  Center  Township,  Carroll  County,  January  13„ 
1886,  and  is  a son  of  William  and  Elizabeth 
Pretty,  both  natives  of  England,  where  the  for- 
mer was  born  in  1854  and  the  latter  in  1852. 
The  parents  were  reared  and  educated  In  their 
native  land,  where  their  marriage  was  solem- 
nized, and  they  became  residents  of  Carroll 
County,  Ohio,  in  1880.  Here  the  father  con- 
tinued his  successful  activities  as  a farmer  in 
Center  Township  until  his  death  in  1902,  and 
his  widow  still  maintains  her  home  in  the 
county.  They  became  the  parents  of  ten  chil- 
dren, all  of  whom  are  living,  namely:  Mary, 
Emma,  William,  Allen  and  Ell  H.  (twins), 
George,  Ralph,  Albert,  Howard  and  FYanki 

Eli  H.  Pretty  passed  his  childhood  and  early 
youth  on  the  home  farm  and  was  afforded  the 
advantages  of  the  public  schools  of  Carrollton, 
including  the  high  school.  In  1914  he  effected 
the  organization  of  the  Carrollton  Motor  Com- 
pany, which  was  incorporated  In  1919,  and  of 
which  he  has  since  been  the  vice  president  and 
manager.  The  modem  and  finely  equipped  gar- 
age of  the  company  Is  situated  on  East  Main 
street.  Mr.  Pretty  is  affiliated  with  the  Masonic 
fraternity.  His  name  is  still  found  on  the  roll 
of  eligible  young  bachelors  in  his  native  county. 

James  S.  Morgan  is  the  owner  of  a productive 
and  well-improved  farm  of  seventy-five  acres  in 
Short  Creek  Township,  Harrison  County,  where 
he  has  maintained  his  home  since  1901  and 
where  he  has  made  an  admirable  record  as  a 
progressive  and  successful  agriculturist  and 
stock-grower.  His  farm  enterprise  includes  a 
prosperous  dairy  department,  and  since  1906  he 
has  been  known  as  a breeder  of  registered  Jer- 
sey cattle  of  the  finest  type. 

Mr.  Morgan  was  bom  in  Wheeling  Township, 
Belmont  County,  Ohio,  on  the  13th  of  March, 
1860,  and  is  a son  of  Levi  and  Margaret  Jane 
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(Lemmon)  Morgan,  both  likewise  natives  of  that 
county  and  the  latter  a daughter  of  Griffith  and 
Mary  (Shirdon)  Lemmon,  of  whom  incidental 
record  is  given  in  other  sketches  appearing  in 
this  work,  as  is  also  additional  data  concerning 
the  Morgan  family.  Levi  Morgan,  a son  of 
George  and  Catherine  (Jenkins)  Morgan,  was 
born  and  reared  in  Wheeling  Township,  Belmont 
County,  the  date  of  his  nativity  ’having  been 
March  1,  1829.  He  continued  to  be  identified 
with  farm  enterprise  in  his  native  county  until 
1800,  when  he  came  to  Short  Creek  Township, 
Harrison  County,  where  he  continued  to  be  en- 
gaged in  farming  until  1863,  when  he  returned 
to  Belmont  County  and  became  a farmer  in 
Colerain  Township,  where  he  passed  the  residue 
of  his  life,  his  death  having  occurred  on  the 
17th  of  April,  1892,  and  his  widow  having  sur- 
vived him  by  several  years.  Both  were  zealous 
members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  They  be- 
came the  parents  of  six  children:  James  S., 
Lindley  J.  (who  died  October  24,  1917)  ; Ross 
L.  (died  at  the  age  of  three  years)  ; John  H., 
Mary  E.,  and  Elizabeth  L. 

James  S.  Morgan  acquired  his  early  education 
In  the  district  schools  of  Colerain  Township,  Bel- 
mont County,  and  spent  two  years  at  the  Hope- 
dale  Normal  School  of  Harrison  County.  In 
Belmont  County  was  staged  his  initial  actitity 
as  an  independent  farmer.  He  there  continued 
operations  until  1901,  when  he  purchased  and 
established  his  residence  upon  his  present  farm 
In  Harrison  County.  He  has  never  desired  the 
honors  or  emoluments  of  public  office  but  is  a 
rstaunch  supporter  of  the  principles  of  the  demo- 
crat party,  and  both  he  and  his  wife  hold  mem- 
Iherahdp  in  the  United  Presbyterian  Church. 

0*  ttot  9th  of  September,  1890,  was  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  Mr.  Morgan  to  Miss  Margaret 
E.  Rusk,  daughter  of  Archibald  and  Elizabeth 
C.  (Yost)  Rusk,  of  Belmont  County.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Morgan  have  four  children:  Edna  Vinora, 
Mabel  L.,  A.  Rusk  and  Margaret  Elizabeth. 
Edna  Y.  Is  the  wife  of  Delbert  Spragg,  and  they 
have  three  children,  Mildred  Irene,  Helen  Eliza- 
beth and  Marion  Lester.  A.  Ruck  Morgan  was 
one  of  the  gallant*  young  men  who  represented 
Harrison  County  in  the  nation’s  military  serv- 
ice in  the  World  war.  He  entered  the  service 
on  the  17th  of  May,  1918,  and  received  his  tech- 
nical training  at  Fort  Benjamin  Harrison,  near 
Indianapolis,  Indiana.  He  became  a member  of 
Company  B,  Forty-Eighth  Engineers,  In  which 
he  was  made  a sergeant  of  the  first  class.  On 
the  31st  of  July,  1918,  he  embarked  with  his 
command  for  France,  where  he  landed  at  Brest 
on  the  12th  of  August.  He  continued  In  active 
service  in  connection  with  the  American  Expe- 
ditionary Forces  for  eleven  months,  in  the  con- 
struction of  railway  lines  and  terminals — a most 
essential  part  of  military  operations  In  the  zone 
of  conflict,  and  he  remained  abroad  until  June, 
1919,  on  the  30th  of  which  month  he  arrived  at 
Brooklyn,  New  York,  his  honorable  discharge 
having  been  given  on  the  18th  of  the  following 
month.  He  honored  his  home  county  and  state 
by  his  loyal  service,  and  he  is  now  in  the  em- 
ploy of  the  Pennsylvania  Railway  Company  at 
Cambridge.  Ohio.  He  married  Pauline  Lixie 
MInto,  of  Cambridge,  on  November  21,  1919. 


William  T.  Shields  has  not  found  is  neces- 
sary to  leave  his  native  township  in  order  to 
find  opportunities  and  advantages  essential  to 
successful  achievement,  and  he  is  to-day  one  of 
the  vigorous  representatives  of  farm  enterprise 
in  Short  Creek  Township,  Harrison  County, 
where  he  holds  the  position  of  farm  superin- 
tendent for  the  Short  Creek  Coal  Company  and 
has  supervision  of  the  operations  of  a fine  farm 
property  of  about  1,200  acres.  In  the  sketch  of 
the  career  of  his  older  brother,  Milton  M.,  on 
other  pages  of  this  volume  is  given  ample  record 
concerning  the  family  history. 

William  T.  Shields  was  born  in  Short  Creek 
Township  on  the  14th  of  April,  1873,  and  is  a 
son  of  Joseph  and  Lucinda  (Ruth)  Shields,  the 
former  of  whom  died  in  7880  and  the  latter  in 
1906.  The  subject  of  this  review  was  afforded 
the  advantage  of  the  district  schools  of  his 
native  township  and  was  seven  years  old  at  the 
time  of  his  father’s  death.  Thereafter  the  fam- 
ily resided  about  five  years  in  Belmont  County, 
Where  William  continued  his  studies  in  the  pub- 
lic schools,  and  after  the  return  of  the  family 
to  Short  Creek  Township  he  here  eventually 
engaged  in  independent  farm  enterprise.  He 
continued  his  farm  activities,  besides  giving  con- 
siderable attention  to  teaming,  until  the  autumn 
of  1906,  when  he  removed  to  the  village  of 
Georgetown,  where  he  has  since  maintained  his 
home.  Here  he  conducted  a general  store  for 
three  years,  and  for  five  years  thereafter  was 
here  engaged  in  the  livery  and  teaming  busi- 
ness. Since  1916  he  has  held  the  responsible 
office  of  farm  superintendent  for  the  Short 
Creek  Coal  Company.  Mr.  Shields  has  never 
manifested  any  ambition  for  political  activity 
or  preferment,  but  is  aligned  in  the  ranks  of 
the  republican  party  and  Is  a loyal  supporter 
of  Its  cause.  Both  he  and  his  wife  hold  mem- 
bership in  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

Adda  M.  (Barr)  Shields,  wife  of  the  subject 
of  this  review,  was  born  and  reared  in  Har- 
rison County  and  is  a daughter  of  David  and 
Mary  Barr.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Shields  have  two 
children:  Carrie  M.,  who  was  born  Septem- 

ber 22,  1896,  is  the  wife  of  Clement  Dorsey, 
and  they  have  two  children,  Craig  and  Donald. 
George  C.,  who  was  born  August  2,  1898,  is  with 
the  Short  Creek  Coal  Company.  The  maiden 
name  of  his  wife  was  Nettle  Woods  and  they 
have  one  child,  Adda  May. 

John  E.  McPeok.  It  is  specially  gratifying 
to  be  able  to  present  in  this  publication  a review 
of  the  career  of  the  venerable  and  honored  na- 
tive son  of  Harrison  County  whose  name  Initi- 
ates this  paragraph,  for  his  life  has  been  marked 
by  worthy  thoughts  and  worthy  deeda  He  has 
not  only  been  a prominent  representative  of 
farm  industry  in  his  native  county  but  also 
w^ent  forth  as  one  of  the  gallant  young  defend- 
ers of  the  Union  when  the  national  integrity  was 
Jeopardized  by  armed  rebellion.  He  made  a 
valiant  record  as  a soldier  in  the  Civil  war  and 
the  same  loyalty  and  integrity  of  purpose  have 
characterized  him  in  all  of  the  relations  of  life. 
Mr.  McPeck  remains  on  his  fine  farm  in  Arches 
Township  with  his  two  older  daughters,  Misses 
Jane  and  Mattie,  as  his  devoted  companions. 
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John  E.  McPeck  was  born  In  the  village  of 
Hanover,  Harrison  Comity,  August  1,  1832.  He 
is  a son  of  George  and  Jane  (Endsley)  McPeck, 
the  former  of  whom  was  born  in  Westmoreland 
County,  Pennsylvania,  October  24,  1808,  and  the 
latter  was  born  in  Archer  Township,  Harrison 
County,  Ohio,  a daughter  of  John  and  Jane 
(Blaine)  Endsley,  her  father  having  come  to 
Harrison  County  from  Pennsylvania  in  1808, 
and  having  become  one  of  the  sterling  pioneer 
farmers  of  Archer  Township,  where  he  died 
April  29,  1835,  his  widow  passing  away  January 
29,  1848.  The  old  Endsley  farm  is  the  home- 
stead now  owned  and  occupied  by  John  E.  Mc- 
Peck, who  came  into  possession  of  the  property 
In  1870.  George  McPeck’s  parents  passed  the 
closing  years  of  their  lives  in  Harrison  County. 
Their  children  were  nine  in  number,  six  sons 
and  three  daughters.  George  McPeck  came  to 
Harrison  County  in  1829,  and  here  he  followed 
the  trade  of  brick  mason  for  fourteen  years 
thereafter.  October  6,  1831,  recorded  his  mar- 
riage to  Miss  Jane  Endsley,  whose  death  oc- 
curred August  22,  1852,  and  who  was  survived 
by  seven  children.  In  1853  Mr.  McPeck  wedded 
Mrs.  Barbara  Endsley,  whose  death  occurred 
about  one  year  later  and  who  was  survived  by 
one  child.  In  1857  Mr.  McPeck  contracted  a 
third  marriage,  when  Mrs.  Catherine  A.  Caldwell 
became  his  wife,  her  death  having  occurred 
July  10,  1883,  and  one  child  having  been  bora 
of  this  union.  Mr.  McPeck,  who  had  become  a 
representative  farmer  in  Archer  township,  died 
on  the  24th  of  March,  1886,  at  the  age  of  seventy- 
seven  years  and  five  months. 

John  E.  McPeck  acquired  his  early  education 
in  the  pioneer  schools  of  Harrison  County  and 
later  attended  the  academy  at  New  Hagerstown 
and  also  Richmond  College  in  Jefferson  County. 
As  a young  man  he  was  a successful  and  popu- 
lar teacher  in  the  rural  schools  and  after  his 
marriage  he  continued  his  association  with 
school  work  and  farm  enterprise  until  the  out- 
break of  the  Civil  war  gave  the  call  of  higher 
duty.  Leaving  his  young  wife  and  their  two 
small  children,  he  enlisted  on  the  11th  of  Au- 
gust, 1862,  as  a member  of  Company  C,  One 
Hundred  and  Twenty-Sixth  Ohio  Volunteer  In- 
fantry* in  which  he  was  made  first  lieutenant 
of  his  company.  The  regiment  proceeded  to  Vir- 
ginia and  took  part  in  the  battle  of  the  Wilder- 
ness, in  which  the  captain  of  Company  C was 
killed,  Mr.  McPeck  succeeding  to  command  of 
the  company.  He  was  commissioned  captain 
on  June  27,  1864,  and  thereafter  commanded  his 
company  in  numerous  battles  and  minor  engage- 
ments, including  the  battles  of  Spottsylvania 
Court  House  and  Cold  Harbor,  the  siege  of  Pe- 
tersburg, and  in  the  turning  back  of  the  Confed- 
erate forces  under  General  Jubal  A.  Early.  On 
the  9th  of  July,  1864,  after  having  been  severely 
wounded  in  the  left  leg,  Captain  McPeck  was 
captured  by  the  enemy,  his  comrades  having  sup- 
posed him  dead  and  having  thus  reported  to  the 
people  at  home.  At  the  same  time  that  Captain 
McPeck  was  wounded  in  the  battle  of  the  Mo- 
nonacy,  Colonel  Taft  of  the  “Heavy  Ninth  of 
New  York,”  was  also  wounded  and  lay  on  the 
field  but  a short  distance  away  from  where 
Captain  McPeck  lay.  Captain  McPeck  requested 


that  he  be  taken  to  the  wounded  colonel.  Both 
of  the  wounded  officers  were  taken  by  ambulance 
to  Frederick  City  and  placed  in  hospital  and 
given  especial  attention,  a fact  which  Captain 
McPeck  was  at  a loss  to  understand.  The  ex- 
planation which  later  came  to  him  proved  that 
Colonel  Taft  was  a Mason,  and  that  their  cap- 
tors  were  likewise  members  of  that  order.  Cap- 
tain McPeck  was  soon  taken  from  his  captors, 
in  connection  with  the  activities  of  the  Union 
forces,  and  after  remaining  in  a field  hospital 
two  months  he  received  leave  of  absence.  He 
received  his  honorable  discharge  on  account  of 
disability  December  12,  1864,  and  returned  home 
about  the  time  of  the  Christmas  holidaya  After 
recuperating  his  health  he  served  two  terms  as 
sheriff  of  Harrison  County,  and  after  his  re- 
tirement from  office  he  made  a trip  through  the 
west,  but  his  investigation  but  led  to  increased 
appreciation  of  his  native  county,  with  the 
result  that  he  returned  and  in  1870  purchased 
the  fine  farm  on  which  he  has  resided  during 
the  long  Intervening  years.  He  is  an  honored 
member  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  in 
which  he  Is  affiliated  with  the  post  at  Cadiz, 
and  though  venerable  in  years  he  retains  splen- 
did physical  vigor,  the  while  his  mental  alert- 
ness is  undiminisbed  and  Is  shown  in  his  lively 
Interest  In  community  affairs  and  the  questions 
and  issues  of  the  day.  He  Is  a zealous  member 
of  the  Ridge  Presbyterian  Church,  as  was  also 
his  loved  and  devoted  wife,  who  passed  to  the 
life  eternal  on  the  7th  of  December,  1904,  and 
whose  memory  is  revered  by  all  who  came  within 
the  sphere  of  her  gracious  influence. 

On  the  8th  of  September,  1858,  was  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  Mr.  McPeck  to  Miss  Mary  David- 
son, daughter  of  Rev.  Lewis  H.  and  Lucy  (La- 
tham) Davidson,  who  were  at  that  time  resi- 
dents of  Washington  Township,  Harrison 
County,  the  father  having  been  a clergyman  of 
the  Methodist  Church.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  McPeck 
became  the  parents  of  five  children:  Jane  and 
Mattie  remain  with  their  venerable  father;  Dr. 
Elmer  E.  was  graduated  from  Starling  Medical 
College  at  Columbus  as  a member  of  the  class 
of  1889,  and  is  now  engaged  in  the  practice  of 
his  profession  in  the  city  of  Cleveland.  He 
married  Miss  Lillie  S.  Crowe,  and  they  have  two 
children,  John  Kendall  and  Mary  Frances 
James,  who  was  born  November  2,  1865,  died 
October  11,  1866.  Lewis,  who  has  the  manage- 
ment of  the  old  home  farm,  is  individually  men- 
tioned on  other  pages  of  this  volume. 

William  Maffett  is  giving  a characteristically 
careful  and  effective  administration  as  Judge  of 
the  Probate  Court  of  Carroll  County,  and  is  a 
representative  of  a sterling  pioneer  family  of 
the  Buckeye  State,  being  a scion  of  staunch  old 
colonial  stock  In  Virginia,  that  gracious  cradle 
of  much  of  our  national  history.  Judge  Maffett 
was  born  in  Center  Township,  Carroll  County, 
February  27,  1874,  and  is  a son  of  Alfred  and 
Lucinda  (Champer)  Maffett,  the  former  of 
whom  was  born  in  Columbiana  County,  this 
state,  In  1825,  and  the  latter  was  born  in  Car- 
roll  County  in  1838.  William  Maffett,  grand- 
father of  Judge  Maffett,  was  born  in  Loudoun 
County,  Virginia,  as  was  also  his  wife,  whose 
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maiden  name  was  Catherine  Lodge.  They  be- 
came pioneer  settlers  of  Columbiana  County, 
Ohio,  whence  they  came  to  Carroll  County  about 
the  year  1828.  William  Maffett  took  up  a tract 
of  heavily  timbered  Government  land  In  Center 
Township,  and  to  the  reclamation,  Improvement 
and  cultivation  of  his  pioneer  farm  he  contin- 
ued to  devote  his  attention  during  the  remainder 
of  his  active  career.  He  was  well  advanced  in 
years  at  the  time  of  his  death,  and  his  widow, 
who  attained  to  the  very  advanced  age  of 
ninety-seven  years,  remained  on  the  old  home- 
stead until  her  death. 

Jacob  Ohamper,  maternal  grandfather  of 
Judge  Maffett,  likewise  was  a native  of  the  his- 
toric Old  Dominion  state,  where  was  solemnized 
his  marriage  to  Elizabeth  Earnst,  and  they 
were  numbered  among  the  earliest  settlers  in 
Carroll  County,  Ohio,  where  they  established 
their  home  long  before  the  organization  of  the 
county  under  its  present  name.  They  developed 
a farm  in  Center  Township,  and  there  passed  the 
residue  of  their  lives.  George  Champer,  a 
brother  of  Jacob,  was  one  of  the  first  surveyors 
in  northeastern  Ohio,  and  another  brother.  Leo 
Champer,  made  the  original  survey  of  the  village 
of  Carrollton.  Jacob  Champer  not  only  became 
a representative  farmer  but  also  a pioneer  miller 
in  Carroll  County,  his  mill  having  been  one  of 
the  first  established  in  this  section  of  the  state, 
and  he  was  the  second  incumbent  of  the  office 
of  county  surveyor  of  Carroll  County.  Both  the 
paternal  and  maternal  great-grandfathers  of 
Judge  Maffett  were  patriot  soldiers  of  the  Con- 
tinental Line  In  the  War  of  the  Revolution.  Al- 
fred Maffett  was  reared  on  the  old  home  farm 
in  Center  Township,  and  made  good  use  of  the 
advantages  afforded  In  the  common  schools  of 
the  locality  and  period.  He  eventually  became 
the  owner  of  the  old  homestead,  and  he  con- 
tinued as  one  of  the  substantial  exponents  of 
agricultural  industry  In  Center  Township  until 
his  death  in  1885.  He  was  a man  of  fine  mental- 
ity and  sterling  character,  commanded  unquali- 
fied popular  esteem  and  was  influential  in  com- 
munity affairs,  his  political  allegiance  having 
been  given  to  the  democratic  party.  His  widow 
survived  him  by  more  than  a quarter  of  a cen- 
tury and  passed  to  the  life  eternal  in  1912,  as 
one  of  the  venerable  and  revered  pioneer  women 
of  Carroll  County.  They  became  the  parents  of 
six  children:  Jonathan,  Martha  (deceased), 

John  J.,  Catherine,  William  and  Elmer. 

The  environment  and  influence  of  the  ances- 
tral home  farm  compassed  the  childhood  and 
youth  of  Judge  Maffett,  and  after  having  com- 
pleted the  curriculum  of  the  local  schools  he 
entered  the  Ohio  Northern  College  at  Ada,  in 
which  he  completed  both  classical  and  law 
courses,  receiving  his  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws 
in  1899.  Proving  himself  well  fortified  for  his 
chosen  profession,  he  was  admitted  to  the  bar 
of  his  native  state  in  1899,  and  in  the  following 
year  opened  a law  Office  at  Carrollton,  where 
he  built  up  a substantial  and  representative 
general  law  practice,  to  which  he  continued  to 
give  his  undivided  attention  until  his  election 
to  the  office  of  judge  of  the  Probate  Court  in 
1912,  the  estimate  placed  upon  his  administra- 
tion having  been  shown  in  his  re-election  at  the 


expiration  of  his  first  term.  His  present  term 
expires  in  1921.  The  Judge  was  twice  elected 
mayor  of  Carrollton,  served  two  terms  as  prose- 
cuting attorney  of  his  native  county,  and  has 
secure  status  as  one  of  the  representative  mem- 
bers of  the  bar  of  this  section  of  the  state,  as 
well  as  a progressive  and  public-spirited  citizen. 
He  is  an  uncompromising  advocate  of  the  prin- 
ciples of  the  democratic  party  and  has  been  in- 
fluential in  its  councils  in  this  section  of  the 
state.  He  is  affiliated  with  the  Masonic  frater- 
nity and  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows, 
and  he  and  his  family  hold  membership  in  the 
Christian  Church.  Though  Carrollton  is  a rock- 
ribbed  republican  stronghold,  yet  Judge  Maffett, 
a democrat,  was  twice  elected  its  mayor,  besides 
he  served  a few  years  as  city  solicitor  and  also 
as  clerk  of  the  election  board  of  the  county. 
These  statements  bear  significance  as  testifying 
to  the  inviolable  place  he  has  in  popular  con- 
fidence in  his  native  county.  As  a young  man  he 
was  a successful  teacher  in  the  district  schools 
of  Center,  Union  and  Washington  townships, 
and  in  the  pedagogic  profession  likewise  he  made 
an  excellent  reputation,  besides  cementing  the 
staunchest  of  friendships  in  the  districts  in 
which  he  taught.  During  the  World  war  Judge 
Maffett  was  chairman  of  the  Carroll  County 
War  Savings  Committee,  and  in  connection  with 
the  various  loans  he  was  influential  in  causing 
the  county  to  go  “over  the  top.”  As  chairman 
of  the  committee  mentioned  he  was  gratified 
when  the  county  gave  subscription  for  war-sav- 
ings stamps  in  excess  of  $400,000.  A memorial 
tablet  is  to  be  placed  In  the  Court  House  to 
commemorate  the  splendid  response  made  by 
Carroll  County  In  support  of  war  activities. 

In  1915  was  solemnized  the  marriage  of  Judge 
Maffett  to  Miss  Anna  Morrow,  who  likewise  was 
born  and  reared  In  Carroll  County,  a daughter 
of  William  F.  Morrow,  a respresentative  farmer 
in  Fox  Township.  Judge  and  Mrs.  Maffett  have 
two  children,  Martha  E.  and  Elizabeth  L. 

Albert  Singer  still  resides  on  his  well  im- 
proved farm  of  about  ninety-three  acres  in  Short 
Creek  Township,  Harrison  County,  but  the  ac- 
tive management  of  the  place  is  now  vested  in 
his  son  Milton  S.,  who  rents  the  property.  It  is 
specially  interesting  to  record  that  the  name  of 
the  Singer  family  has  been  linked  with  agricul- 
tural enterprise  In  Short  Creek  Township  since 
the  year  1808,  though  at  the  time  when  John 
Singer  came  to  Harrison  County  from  Virginia 
he  found  no  fields  awaiting  cultivation,  but  was 
compelled  to  make  a clearing  in  the  virgin  forest 
before  a place  could  be  made  for  his  primitive 
log  cabin.  Then  followed  the  herculean  task  of 
reclaiming  land  for  cultivation,  and  John  Singer 
and  his  wife  endured  the  full  tension  of  frontier 
life,  with  increasing  prosperity  attending  them 
as  the  successive  years  brought  advancement  in 
civic  and  industrial  affairs  In  this  section  of  the 
Buckeye  State. 

John  Singer  was  born  in  Virginia,  where  the 
family  was  founded  in  the  colonial  days,  and  his 
name  is  enrolled  on  the  list  of  honored  pioneers 
who  aided  in  the  initial  development  of  Har- 
rison County,  Ohio,  where  he  and  his  wife  re- 
mained until  their  death.  Of  their  seven  chil- 
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dren  tbe  eldest  was  James,  who  was  born  In 
Virginia  in  1806,  and  who  was  thus  about  two 
years  old  at  tbe  time  when  his  parents  made  the 
overland  journey  and  established  a home  in 
Harrison  County,  Ohio.  Here  he  was  reared 
under  the  influences  of  the  early  pioneer  days, 
and  as  a young  man  he  engaged  in  the  over- 
land hauling  of  merchandise  and  other  com- 
modities from  Philadelphia  and  other  eastern 
points,  to  which  he  took  the  produce  from  the 
farms  of  Harrison  County.  He  made  many  of 
these  tedious  overland  trips  through  a wild  and 
sparcely  settled  country,  and  made  the  business 
a success.  Finally  he  purchased  a tract  of  land 
near  the  old  homestead  of  his  father,  and  he 
continued  as  one  of  the  prosperous  farmers  and 
honored  and  influential  citizens  of  Short  Creek 
Township  until  his  death  in  March,  1880,  his 
wife  having  passed  away  in  August,  1872.  In 
politics  he  was  originally  an  old-line  whig,  but 
he  united  with  the  republican  party  at  the  time 
of  its  organization  and  ever  afterward  supported 
its  cause.  He  and  his  wife  held  membership  in 
the  Presbyterian  Church.  They  became  the 
parents  of  twelve  children,  of  whom  three  sons 
and  one  daughter  are  living  at  the  time  of  this 
writing,  in  1920.  In  1838  Mr.  Singer  wedded 
Miss  Tacy  Goodwin,  who  likewise  was  born  and 
reared  in  Short  Creek  Township,  a daughter  of 
Jesse  Goodwin,  an  honored  pioneer  who  was  a 
member  of  the  Society-  of  Friends. 

Albert  Singer,  the  seventh  in  order  of  birth 
of  the  twelve  children  of  James  and  Tacy  (Good- 
win) Singer,  was  born  on  the  old  homestead 
farm  of  his  parents  in  Short  Creek  Township, 
and  the  date  of  his  nativity  was  June  22,  1851. 
Here  he  has  maintained  his  home  during  the 
long  intervening  period,  and  as  a farmer  and 
citizen  he  has  effectively  upheld  the  honors  of 
the  name  which  he  bears.  His  early  education 
was  obtained  in  the  district  schools,  and  he  was 
a young  man  when  he  began  his  independent 
enterprise  as  an  agriculturist  and  stock-grower. 
He  continued  in  the  active  management  of  his 
farm  until  about  1911,  since  which  time  he  has 
here  remained,  with  his  son  Milton  S.  In  active 
charge  of  the  farm  operations.  He  is  a repub- 
lican in  his  political  proclivities,  and  both  he 
and  his  wife  hold  membership  in  the  Presbyte- 
rian Church  in  the  neghboring  village  of  Adena. 
Jefferson  County. 

On  the  31st  of  October,  1872,  was  solemn i zed 
the  marriage  of  Mr.  Singer  to  Miss  Cynthia  E. 
Shields,  who  likewise  was  born  and  reared  in 
Short  Creek  Township,  and  who  is  the  only  sur- 
viving child  of  Joseph  and  Martha  (Stires) 
Shields  the  latter  of  whom  was  born  in  Har- 
rison County,  a daughter  of  John  Stires,  another 
sterling  pioneer.  Joseph  Shields  was  born  in 
Chester  County,  Pennsylvania,  March  22,  1825, 
a son  of  Benonl  and  Lydia  (Woodward)  Shields, 
who  came  from  the  old  Keystone  State  to  Har- 
rison County,  Ohio,  in  1829  and  settled  on  a 
pioneer  farm  in  Short  Creek  Township,  where 
they  passed  the  remainder  of  their  lives.  Their 
eleven  children  were  all  born  prior  to  the  family 
migration  to  Ohio.  Joseph  Shields  was  about 
four  years  old  when  the  home  was  established  In 
Short  Creek  Township,  where  he  was  reared  to 
manhood  and  where  he  continued  a prosperous 


farmer  until  his  death,  June  16,  1880.  His  first 
wife  died  in  1854,  as  did  also  her  first  two  chil- 
dren, and  the  one  child  who  attained  to  matur- 
ity is  Cynthia  Eleanor,  wife  of  Mr.  Singer  of 
this  review.  Mrs.  Lucinda  (Ruth)  Shields,  the 
second  wife  of  Joseph  Shields,  survived  her 
husband  by  several  years,  both  having  held 
membership  In  the  Presbyterian  Church  at 
Adena.  They  became  the  parents  of  nine  chil- 
dren, and  of  their  son  Milton  M.  individual 
mention  is  made  on  other  pages,  with  further 
data  concerning  the  family. 

In  conclusion  is  entered  brief  record  concern- 
ing the  children  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Singer:  Iva 
Grace,  who  was  born  in  1873,  married  Preston 
Dickerson,  of  Short  Creek  Township;  Emma  L., 
born  in  1875,  Is  the  wife  of  Robert  Hendershot, 
and  they  have  seven  children,  Waneta,  Irene, 
Floyd,  Foster,  Carrie  Marie,  Grace  May,  and 
Fay  Eleanor.  Joseph  Oscar,  who  was  born  in 
1878,  married  Miss  Grace  H.  Reppart,  and  they 
have  two  children — Lloyd  A.  and  Delbert  Ray. 
Walter  A.,  who  was  born  in  1881,  married  Miss 
Mabel  Mercer,  and  they  have  three  children — 
Hazel  May,  Dorothy  Adell  and  Frances  Isabel. 
Milton  S.,  who  was  born  in  1883  and  who  now 
rents  and  operates  his  father’s  farm,  married 
Miss  Irma  W.  Reppart,  and  their  two  children 
are  Mildred  Edna  and  James  Louis.  Harvey  H. 
was  born  in  1888  and  died  In  1891.  Carrie 
Odessa,  who  was  bom  In  1892,  is  the  wife  of 
Horace  S.  Heaton,  and  they  have  one  child, 
Helen  Leona. 

John  R.  Sergeant,  who  is  still  identified  with 
farm  Industry  in  Short  Creek  Township,  Harri- 
son County,  has  been  a resident  of  this  county 
from  the  time  of  his  birth,  and  when*  it  is 
noted  that  he  has  now  passed  the  psalmist’s 
span  of  three  score  years  and  ten  it  becomes 
evident  that  he  is  a representative  of  a family 
to  which  pioneer  distinction  applies.  He  was 
born  on  the  25th  of  December,  1848,  and  thus 
became  a welcome  Christmas  arrival  in  the 
pioneer  home  of  his  parents,  Charles  and 
Tabitha  (Strodes)  Sergeant.  Charles  Sergeant 
likewise  was  born  lu  Short  Creek  Township, 
and  thus  emphasis  is  given  to  the  pioneer  honors 
which  touch  the  family  name.  He  was  a son 
of  Amos  and  Elizabeth  Sergeant,  who  were  num- 
bered among  the  earliest  settlers  in  Short  Creek 
Township,  the  father  having  been  bora  and 
reared  in  the  State  of  New  Jersey.  The  chil- 
dren of  Amos  Sergeant  were  six  in  number — 
Redden,  Amos,  Mary,  Rainey,  Catherine  and 
Charles. 

Charles  Sergeant  was  reared  under  the  condi- 
tions that  marked  the  pioneer  era  in  the  history 
of  Harrison  County,  and  in  Short  Creek  Town- 
ship he  continued  his  farm  activities  until  about 
1870,  wheu  he  removed  to  Missouri.  Later  he 
settled  in  the  State  of  Kansas  as  a pioneer 
and  there  he  remained  until  his  death,  his  wife 
also  having  died  in  that  state.  They  became 
the  parents  of  seven  children — Elizabeth, 
Amanda,  Charlotte,  David,  William,  Vanselis 
and  John  R. 

In  the  district  schools  of  Short  Creek  Town- 
ship John  R.  Sergeant  acquired  his  youthful 
education,  and  at  the  age  of  ten  years  began 
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working  by  the  month.  For  a period  of  about 
twenty  years  he  was  in  the  employ  of  the  Kerr 
family,  and  during  all  of  this  time  his  work 
was  in  connection  with  farm  industry.  Shortly 
after  his  marriage,  which  occurred  in  1875, 
he  purchased  and  removed  to  his  present  home 
farm,  which  formerly  comprised  115  acres,  but  a 
portion  of  which  he  has  sold,  with  the  result  that 
the  homestead  now  comprises  eighty-two  and 
one-half  acres.  Though  now  venerable  in  years, 
Mr.  Sergeant  takes  satisfaction  in  giving  a per- 
sonal supervision  to  his  farm,  in  a general  way, 
and  the  passing  years,  marked  by  earnest  and 
honest  endeavor,  have  brought  to  him  a just 
measure  of  prosperity.  His  political  support  is 
given  to  the  republican  party,  and  he  and  his 
wife  hold  membership  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church  at  Adena. 

June  10,  1875,  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Sergeant  to  Miss  Martha  Shields,  a daugh- 
ter of  the  late  Jackson  Shields,  of  whom  specific 
mention  is  made  in  the  sketch  of  his  son  Harvey 
on  other  pages  of  this  work.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Sergeant  have  been  bora  five  children,  Ira  mar- 
ried Miss  Ida  Moffett  and  they  have  three  chil- 
dren, John,  Olive  and  Marie;  Eva,  who  became 
the  wife  of  Perry  Masters,  died  July  28,  1913; 
Kersey,  who  is  associated  with  his  father  in  the 
operation  of  the  home  farm,  married  Miss  Leota 
Morgan;  Mary  Ella  is  the  wife  of  Henderson 
Moore,  and  they  have  had  seven  children — Thel- 
ma E.,  Pauline,  Martha  (deceased),  Mary  Emma, 
Margaret  Ellen.  John  D.  and  Mildred  Luclle;  D. 
Leroy  died  on  the  23d  of  June,  1899. 

Leinard  Rowland,  of  Cadiz  Township,  who 
specializes  in  fruit  as  a side  line  with  farming, 
is  in  the  third  generation  from  the  Welsh  emi- 
grant, John  Rowland.  This  ancestor  had  part 
in  the  Indian  wars  early  in  the  nineteenth  cen- 
tury, and  almost  before  the  dawn  of  present 
day  civilization  he  married  in  Pennsylvania 
and  brought  his  wife  to  the  Harrison  County 
frontier,  where  they  worked  together  to  over- 
come the  wilderness  conditions. 

In  1830  James  Rowland,  a son  of  John  and 
who  was  a young  man  in  Harrison  County, 
married  Elizabeth  Leinard,  and  the  family  name 
of  the  wife  has  been  perpetuated  iu  the  name 
of  their  son,  Leinard  Rowland.  He  is  one  of 
twelve  children  born  to  this  family;  John, 
Mathew,  Henry,  James,  Leinard,  Jane,  Ann 
Christina,  Elizabeth,  Rachel,  Mary,  Margaret 
and  Nancy  Ellen.  They  knew  the  vicissitudes 
of  life  through  the  reconstruction  period  follow- 
ing the  Civil  war,  when  there  were  large  fami- 
lies and  all  were  industrious.  When  twelve 
children  grow  up  in  one  homestead  it  causes 
divergent  interests  when  they  leave  the  family 
shelter,  and  the  Rowlands  of  that  generation 
scattered  to  the  four  corners. 

Leinard  Rowland  was  born  March  1,  1848, 
the  fifth  child  in  this  pioneer  household.  In 
1873  Mr.  Rowland  married  Margaret  Mehollin, 
a native  of  the  same  community — Cadiz  Town- 
ship. She  was  a daughter  of  John  and  Eliza- 
beth Mehollin.  For  a time  they  lived  in  Moore- 
fleld  Township  on  the  original  Rowland  farm, 
the  home  of  the  grandfather,  John  Rowland, 
and  in  1880  they  came  to  the  original  Mehollin 


homestead  in  Cadiz  Township.  There  are  160 
acres  in  the  land,  the  life  time  home  of  Mrs. 
Rowland,  and  she  died  there  December  18,  1889. 
Their  children  are : Estella  Blanche  Is  the  wife 
of  Rev.  Harry  Deeds,  residing  in  Monta vista, 
Colorado,  and  their  children  are  Paul,  Edith, 
Mary  and  Ruth.  Claude  Rowland  married  Ger- 
trude Knight  and  lives  in  Cadiz.  Joseph  Row- 
land married  Ola  Moore,  and  their  daughter, 
Golda,  is  the  wife  of  James  Baker.  They  re- 
side in  Jewett,  Ohio,  and  have  two  sons,  Harry 
and  Charles.  Carrie  Rowland  is  the  wife  of 
Carl  Fulton  of  Lorain,  Ohio.  Their  children  are 
Syble,  Guy,  Ross  and  Nellie.  Thomas  Rowland, 
the  youngest  son,  is  still  at  the  old  home. 

On  June  3,  1890,  Leinard  Rowland  married 
Margaret  B.,  a daughter  of  Aquilla  and  Moriah 
(Scott)  Tipton,  of  the  Deerville  community  in 
Harrison  County,  Ohio.  Their  daughter  Opal  N. 
is  the  wife  of  John  Laughlin  who  reside  with 
him.  Their  children  are  Margaret  Anna  { de- 
ceased) and  Woodrow  Wilson.  Another  daugh- 
ter, Kate  L.,  is  the  wife  of  Guy  Carson  and  their 
daughter  is  Edna  Irene.  Mr.  Rowland  has  seven 
children  in  all.  In  his  social  life  he  belongs  to 
the  Cadiz  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias,  and  he 
votes  with  the  democratic  party  and  has  named 
a son  for  President  Wilson. 

For  many  years  Mr.  Rowland  has  specialized 
in  horticulture.  He  has  1,600  bearing  peach 
trees  and  300  ydung  peach  trees  not  yet  at  the 
bearing  age.  In  his  orchard  are  200  plums,  150 
apples  and  100  cherry  trees.  The  hills  and 
dales  of  Harrison  County  are  adapted  to  fruit 
culture,  and  Mr.  Rowland  is  a specialist  with 
small  fruits  of  all  varieties.  He  is  the  most 
extensive  fruit  growing  specialist  in  Harrison 
County. 

William  A.  Black.  The  life  history  of  Wil- 
liam Black,  Cadiz  Township  farmer,  reverts 
back  to  Clarion  County,  Pennsylvania,  where 
he  was  born  November  29,  1874,  a son  of 
William  and  Lucinda  (McKissick)  Black.  The 
mother  was  born  in  Lawrence  County,  Pennsyl- 
vania. She  is  a daughter  of  Henry  and  Lucinda 
McKissick.  Mr.  Black  bears  the  name  of  his 
grandfather,  William  Black,  who  was  a con- 
tractor in  eastern  Pennsylvania. 

As  a young  man  William  Black,  Sr.  entered 
the  army  as  a Civil  war  soldier.  He  was  out 
three  years  in  the  heavy  artillery  a part  of  the 
time  stationed  at  Fortress  Monroe.  After  the 
war  he  farmed  in  Clarion  County  and  in  Law- 
rence County,  Pennsylvania.  He  died  in  Law- 
rence County,  March  17,  1876,  and  his  wife  died 
there  July  26,  ten  years  later.  Their  children 
were  George  M.,  who  died  March  2,  1903;  John 
H.,  Samuel  P.,  David  H.,  Frank  L.  Marian  and 
Edmond  R. 

As  a young  man  in  Pennsylvania  Mr.  Black 
attended  public  school  in  Lawrence  and  Fayette 
counties.  Wrhen  he  settled  into  business  for 
himself  it  was  as  a driller  and  contractor  in 
the  oil  fields  of  Pennsylvania,  and  he  continued 
operations  there  until  1917,  when  he  came  to 
the  farm  in  Cadiz  Township,  Harrison  County, 
that  he  had  bought  as  an  investment  four  years 
previously.  There  are  222  acres  in  the  farm- 
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stead  and  besides  remodeling  the  farm  building 
he  built  a modern  house  for  himself  and  family. 

While  Mr.  Black  had  been  a mechanic  in  the 
Pennsylvania  oil  fields,  he  has  settled  into  the 
methods  of  a thrifty  farmer  in  Harrison  County. 
The  farm  Improvements  are  of  the  best,  and  he 
is  engaged  in  general  farming  and  livestock 
production.  He  is  a breeder  of  thoroughbred 
Jersey  cattle,  and  has  plenty  of  pasture  for 
them. 

On  August  28,  1904,  Mr.  Black  married 
Lilliam  M.  Hibbs,  of  Fairview,  West  Virginia. 
She  is  a daughter  of  Thomas  and  Huldah 
(Husted)  Hibbs,  the  father  a native  of  Marion 
County  and  the  mother  of  Taylor  County,  West 
Virginia.  The  children  are : Faye,  Glenn  A.,  Ed- 
ward H.,  Joseph  J.,  Emma  L.,  Benjamin  F.  and 
Doris  Louise  Black.  Mr.  Black  and  his  sons 
Glenn  and  Edward  are  members  of  the  Masonic 
Lodge,  Mr.  Black  belonging  to  Lodge  No.  153, 
F.  & A.  M.,  Waynesburg,  Pennsylvania,  while 
Glenn  and  Edward  belong  to  Lodge  No.  171, 
F.  & A.  M.,  Cadiz.  Mrs.  Black  and  her  daugh- 
ter Faye  belong  to  the  order  of  the  Eastern 
Star. 

Thomas  Hibbs,  of  Marion  County,  West  Vir- 
ginia, is  a farmer  and  still  lives  there.  He 
served  through  the  Civil  war.  His  children  are: 
Wilbert,  Bertie,  Lillian  (Mrs.  Black),  and 
Howard,  who  died  in  1913,  in  California.  The 
mother  died  in  1880,  and  Mr.  Hibbs  later  mar- 
ried Rhody  King.  They  have  a daughter, 
Ethel.  The  family  are  Methodists,  as  are  also 
the  Blacks. 

Tipton  J.  Queen  was  an  honored  member  of 
a family  whose  name  has  been  significant  of 
prominence  and  influence  in  Carroll  County  for 
virtually  an  entire  century,  and  in  all  of  the 
relations  of  life  he  well  upheld  the  prestige  of 
the  name  which  he  bore.  He  was  a resident  of 
Carrollton,  the  county  seat,  at  the  time  of  his 
death,  August  3,  1919,  and  his  sterling  character 
and  worthy  achievement  make  most  consonant 
the  entering  of  a memorial  tribute  in  this 
history. 

Tipton  Jonah  Queen  was  born  in  Fox  Town- 
ship, Carroll  County,  October  3,  1858,  and  was 
a son  of  Jonah  and  Catherine  (Robb)  Queen, 
the  former  of  whom  was  born  in  Fox  Township 
on  the  12th  of  September,  1823,  and  the  latter 
born  in  Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  August  15,  1825, 
she  having  been  of  German  and  Irish  lineage. 
Jonah  Queen  was  a son  of  Samuel  George  and 
Mary  (Hesser)  Queen,  both  natives  of  Virginia, 
where  the  former  was  bora  June  3,  1790,  and 
the  latter  on  the  5th  of  September,  1792,  their 
marriage  having  been  solemnized  in  Loudoun 
County,  Virginia,  in  March,  1820.  Within  a 
short  time  thereafter  occurred  their  removal  to 
Ohio,  where  they  became  numbered  among  the 
early  settlers  of  what  is  now  Fox  Township, 
Carroll  County.  Samuel  G.  Queen  here  pur- 
chased the  Government  land,  160  acres,  which 
had  been  originally  taken  by  Samuel  Morgan, 
and  the  young  couple  established  their  home  in 
a primitive  log  cabin,  the  while  Mr.  Queen  set 
himself  vigorously  to  the  task  of  reclaiming  his 
land  from  the  forest.  He  later  secured  240 
acres  of  Government  land  in  the  same  township, 


the  deed  to  the  same  bearing  the  signature  of 
President  Andrew  Jackson,  and  he  was  one  of 
the  most  vigorous  and  successful  of  the  pioneer 
farmers  of  Carroll  County.  He  remained  on 
the  old  homestead  until  his  death,  in  May,  1840, 
and  his  widow  survived  him  by  more  than  forty 
years,  she  having  been  nearly  ninety-two  years 
of  age  at  the  time  of  her  death,  June  21,  1884. 
They  became  the  parents  of  two  sons  and  six 
daughters.  The  ancestral  homestead  Is  still  held 
in  possession  by  the  family.  Samuel  G.  Queen 
was  a volunteer  soldier  in  the  War  of  1812,  and 
after  his  death  his  widow  received  a pension  as 
well  as  a grant  of  land  In  recognition  of  this 
patriotic  service  on  his  part. 

Samuel  G.  Queen  was  a son  of  Jonah  Queen, 
who  was  born  in  County  Donegal,  Ireland,  May 
5,  1753,  and  whose  wife,  of  German  descent, 
was  born  April  15,  1767.  As  a young  man 
Jonah  Queen  immigrated  to  America  and  be- 
came a farmer  in  Loudoun  County,  Virginia, 
whence  be  finally  came  with  his  family  to  Ohio 
and  became  a pioneer  settler  in  Columbiana 
County,  where  he  and  his  wife  passed  the  re- 
mainder of  their  lives.  His  loyalty  to  the  land 
of  his  adoption  was  significantly  shown  by  his 
gallant  service  as  a patriot  soldier  in  the  War 
of  the  Revolution. 

Jonah  Queen  II,  father  of  the  subject  of  this 
memoir,  passed  his  entire  life  in  Fox  Town- 
ship, where  he  long  held  prestige  as  one  of  the 
leading  farmers  of  the  county,  and  it  may  con- 
sistently be  said  that  no  citizen  had  higher 
place  in  popular  confidence  and  esteem  in  Carroll 
County.  His  fine  stock  farm,  comprising  320 
acres,  was  by  him  made  one  of  the  show  places 
of  the  county,  and  he  gave  special  attention  to 
the  raising  of  Spanish  Merino  sheep,  Shorthorn 
cattle  and  Clydesdale  horses.  He  made  the  best 
of  improvements  on  his  farm,  and  the  fine  old 
brick  house  on  the  place  is  one  of  the  landmarks 
of  Fox  Township  at  the  present  time,  the  build- 
ing having  been  erected  in  1863.  Mr.  Queen 
was  a republican  and  served  in  various  local 
offices  of  public  trust.  Both  he  and  his  wife 
were  zealous  members  of  the  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church.  He  passed  to  eternal  rest  August 
10,  1892,  and  his  wife  did  not  long  survive  him, 
her  death  having  occurred  November  8,  1895. 
Concerning  their  children,  all  now  deceased,  the 
following  data  is  available:  Mary  E.,  bora 

September  5,  1849,  died  November  20,  1868; 
Samuel  George,  born  December  26,  1853,  died 
August  8,  1885;  William  E.,  bora  July  2,  1856, 
died  October  15,  1862;  Tipton  J.  is  the  subject 
of  this  memoir;  and  Willietta,  born  August  18, 
1862,  died  May  29,  1890. 

Tipton  J.  Queen,  the  last  to  survive  of  the 
above  mentioned  family  of  children,  was  reared 
on  the  old  home  farm,  to  the  ownership  of 
which  he  succeeded  upon  the  death  of  his  par- 
ents, and  in  his  youth  he  received  the  advan- 
tages not  only  of  the  public  schools  but  also 
those  of  a veterinary  college  of  Toronto,  Canada. 
In  the  management  of  the  old  homestead  he 
well  upheld  the  prestige  of  his  father  as  a 
progressive  agriculturist  and  stock-grower,  and 
he  remained  on  the  farm  until  1904,  when  he 
was  elected  county  sheriff  and  removed  with 
his  family  to  Carrollton,  the  county  seat.  He 
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retained  the  office  of  sheriff  five  years,  and  there- 
after remained  at  Carrollton  until  his  death. 
In  this  city  he  erected  a fine  residence  of  mod- 
ern type  at  56  Southeast  Second  Street,  where 
his  widow  still  remains,  and  the  valuable  old 
homestead  farm  Is  still  retained  in  the  posses- 
sion of  his  wife  and  children. 

Mr.  Queen  was  vitally  concerned  in  all  things 
pertaining  to  the  welfare  and  advancement  of 
his  native  county,  and  here  his  circle  of  friends 
was  coincident  with  that  of  his  acquaintances. 
He  gave  his  allegiance  to  the  republican  party, 
was  affiliated  with  the  Masonic  fraternity,  his 
widow  and  daughters  being  members  of  the 
adjunct  organization,  the  Order  of  the  Eastern 
Star,  and  his  religious  faith  was  that  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  of  which  Mrs.  Queen  like- 
wise is  a devoted  member. 

September  26,  1882,  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Queen  to  Miss  Alma  Green,  who  was  born 
in  Fox  Township,  Carroll  County,  January  17, 
1804,  a daughter  of  George  W.  and  Catherine 
(Lindersmlth)  Green,  the  former  of  whom  was 
born  in  Jefferson  County,  Ohio.  May  7,  1819, 
and  the  latter  in  Columbiana  County,  November 
3,  1821.  George  W.  Green  was  seven  years  old 
when  his  parents  established  their  residence  on 
a pioneer  farm  In  Fox  Township.  Carroll 
County,  and  here  the  parents,  George  and  Susan 
(Ferguson)  Green,  passed  the  remainder  of  their 
lives.  George  W.  Green  was  one  of  the  pros- 
perous farmers  of  Fox  Township,  and  there  his 
death  occurred  In  June,  1891,  his  devoted  wife 
having  passed  away  in  August  of  the  preceding 
year.  Of  their  sixteen  children  seven  are  liv- 
ing at  the  time  of  this  writing,  in  1920. 

To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Queen  were  born  the  follow- 
ing children : Catherine,  the  widow  of  Edwin  L. 
Booth,  resides  at  Carrollton,  her  two  children 
being  deceased;  William  Barrett  died  in  In- 
fancy; Mary  E.  is  the  wife  of  John  Westfall,  of 
Carroll  County,  and  they  have  one  son.  Tipton 
Marshall;  Samuel  David,  who  is  now  back  In 
his  home  county,  served  nineteen  months  as  a 
member  of  the  Three  Hundred  and  Forty-Eighth 
Infantry  in  the  period  of  the  nation’s  participa- 
tion in  the  World  war,  was  made  sergeant  of 
his  company  and  was  in  an  officer’s  training 
camp  in  France,  ready  to  go  to  the  front  when 
the  signing  of  the  historic  armistice  brought 
the  war  to  a close;  Elizabeth  has  prepared  her- 
self for  business  by  attending  a leading  com- 
mercial college  in  the  City  of  Cleveland ; Byron 
Tipton  and  Owen  Burgett,  twins,  died  In  in- 
fancy; and  Martha  Irene  remains  with  her 
widowed  mother,  whose  attractive  home  is 
known  for  Its  gracious  hospitality. 

John  M.  Reed,  who  maintains  his  residence 
and  business  headquarters  at  Carrollton,  is  one 
of  the  successful  buyers  and  shippers  of  live 
stock  in  his  native  county  and  is  a young  man 
who  has  made  an  admirable  record  in  this  im- 
portant field  of  enterprise,  to  which  he  has  given 
his  attention  since  1913,  besides  which  he  has 
developed  a real  estate  business  of  very  appre- 
ciable proportions.  He  was  born  In  Loudon 
Township,  Carroll  County,  June  9.  1889,  and  is 
a son  of  James  and  Selma  (Miller)  Reed,  the 
former  of  whom  died  in  the  year  1895,  after 


having  become  one  of  the  prosperous  farmers 
of  Carroll  County.  Mrs.  Reed  later  became  the 
wife  of  David  Nevin,  of  this  county,  and  both 
are  now  deceased.  John  M.  Reed  Is  the  younger 
of  the  two  children  of  his  parents,  and  his 
sister,  Frances,  Is  the  wife  of  James  S'meltz,  a 
farmer  of  Carroll  County.  The  maiden  name  of 
the  first  wife  of  James  Reed  was  Fawcett,  and 
their  one  child,  Bessie,  died  young. 

John  M.  Reed  is  indebted  to  the  public 
schools  of  Carroll  County  for  his  early  educa- 
tion, and  as  his  stepfather  was  a dealer  in  live 
stock  he  was  enabled  early  to  gain  practical 
experience  in  this  field  of  enterprise.  In  1913 
he  established  his  residence  at  Carrollton, 
where  his  energy  and  progressiveness  have 
enabled  him  to  develop  a large  and  substantial 
business  in  the  buying  and  shipping  of  live  stock, 
his  operations  extending  into  counties  adjacent 
to  Carroll  County.  He  owns  and  occupies  a 
very  attractive  modern  residence  on  Blast  Main 
Street,  and  is  one  of  the  popular  young  business 
men  of  his  native  county.  After  the  death  of 
his  mother  Mr.  Reed’s  stepfather  married  Miss 
Mildred  Donaldson,  and  with  them  the  stepson 
continued  to  maintain  his  home  until  the  time 
of  his  marriage.  Mr.  Nevin  died  in  1914,  and 
his  wife  also  is  deceased. 

Mr.  Reed  married  Miss  Lois  Fisher,  who  was 
born  at  Smithfleld,  Jefferson  County,  Ohio, 
February  21,  1896,  a daughter  of  Charles  and 
Ruella  (Plunkett)  Fisher,  now  residents  of 
Carrollton.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Reed  have  one  child. 
James  David,  who  was  born  August  18,  1913. 
Mr.  Reed  takes  loyal  interest  in  community 
affairs  and  is  a republican  in  politics. 

Walter  J.  Henderson  Is  the  owner  of  one  of 
the  many  admirable  farms  that  mark  Archer 
Township,  Harrison  County,  as  a center  of  pro- 
gressive and  prosperous  industry  along  agri- 
cultural and  live-stock  lines,  and  his  popularity 
and  prominence  in  his  home  community  is  shown 
by  the  fact  that  he  is  now  serving  as  township 
clerk,  besides  having  previously  held  the  office  of 
township  trustee  and  that  of  member  of  the 
township  school  board. 

Mr.  Henderson  was  born  at  Leesville,  Carroll 
County,  Ohio,  on  the  13th  of  July,  1870,  but 
has  the  distinction  of  being  a representative  of 
one  of  the  honored  pioneer  families  of  Harrison 
County.  He  Is  a son  of  John  C.  and  Mahala  P. 
(Fisher)  Henderson,  the  former  of  whom  died 
on  the  31st  of  January.  1919,  and  the  latter 
died  October  8,  1877.  Of  the  children  of  this 
union  the  eldest  is  Hester  Virginia,  who  Is  the 
wife  of  Ephraim  Thompson,  of  Warren,  Trum- 
bull County:  James  Homer,  who  was  bom 
July  1,  1868,  died  October  14,  1905,  the  maiden 
name  of  his  wife  having  been  Ida  Worsted; 
Walter  J.,  of  this  review,  was  the  next  in  order 
of  birth;  Susie  Rebecca  is  the  wife  of  Joel 
Cramblet.  of  Stock  Township,  Harrison  County; 
Robert  H.  married  Miss  Gertrude  Welsh,  and 
they  now  reside  in  the  City  of  Pittsburgh,  Penn- 
sylvania. 

John  C.  Henderson,  who  achieved  marked 
success  as  a teacher  and  civil  engineer,  was 
bom  in  North  Township,  Harrison  County,  July 
21.  1839.  and  was  a son  of  James  and  Susanna 
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(McClintock)  Henderson.  James  Henderson 
was  born  in  Indiana  County,  Pennsylvania, 
September  10,  1813,  and  was  four  years  of  age 
when  his  parents  became  pioneer  settlers  in 
Harrison  County,  Ohio.  He  was  a son  of  John 
Henderson,  who  was  bom  in  Ireland  and  who 
came  with  his  parents  to  America  when  he  was 
sixteen  years  of  age.  Upon  arriving  in  this 
country  he  ran  away  from  his  parents,  who 
made  a futile  search  for  him  and  who  finally 
returned  to  their  native  land  without  him. 
Many  years  later  one  of  his  brothers  came  to 
the  United  States,  and  through  him  he  measure- 
ably  renewed  the  family  associations  of  his 
childhood.  After  eluding  his  parents,  in  a boy- 
ish spirit  of  adventure,  John  Henderson  made 
his  way  to  Maryland,  in  which  state  was  even- 
tually solemnized  his  marriage  to  the  doubly 
orphaned  daughter  of  George  Henderson,  who 
had  bequeathed  to  her  a large  amount  of  prop- 
erty, she  having  been  in  the  home  of  her  uncle 
at  the  time  of  her  marriage.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Henderson  removed  to  Indiana  County,  Penn- 
sylvania, and  later  became  early  settlers  in 
Rumley  Township,  Harrison  County,  Ohio, 
where  Mr.  Henderson  purchased  a large  tract 
of  land  and  improved  a fine  farm.  There  his 
death  occurred  in  February,  1882,  and  his 
widow  survived  until  May  13,  1877.  They  be- 
came parents  of  four  sons  and  seven  daughters, 
nearly  all  of  whom  remained  in  Harrison 
County. 

James  Henderson  remained  with  his  parents 
until  October,  1838,  when  he  married  Miss 
Susanna  McClintock,  of  Monroe  Township. 
Thereafter  he  followed  the  trades  of  carpenter 
and  cabinetmaker  at  Hanover,  Harrison  County, 
until  1857,  when  he  purchased  and  removed  to 
a farm  In  that  vicinity.  There  he  passed  the 
remainder  of  his  life,  his  death  having  occurred 
November  1,  1889,  and  his  widow  having  sur- 
vived him  by  a number  of  years.  Both  were 
members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  and  he  was 
a democrat  In  politics.  Though  not  a seeker  of 
such  preferments,  he  was  called  upon  to  serve 
in  various  offices  of  local  order.  His  wife  was 
a daughter  of  Thomas  and  Elizabeth  (Fisher) 
McClintock,  the  former  a native  of  County  Cork, 
Ireland.  Mr.  McClintock  and  his  wife  were 
married  in  Harrison  County  and  here  passed 
the  remainder  of  their  lives  on  their  farm  in 
North  Township,  their  children  having  been  ten 
in  number. 

John  C.  Henderson  gained  his  early  education 
in  the  common  schools  of  Harrison  County,  and 
supplemented  this  by  a thorough  course  in  New 
Hagerstown  Academy  in  Carroll  County,  where 
he  fitted  himself  both  for  teaching  and  for  prac- 
tical work  as  a surveyor.  He  followed  the 
pedagogic  profession  with  marked  success  for 
nearly  thirty  years,  and  also  did  an  appreciable 
amount  of  important  surveying  service.  He 
passed  the  closing  years  of  his  life  on  the  old 
Schaffer  farm  in  Harrison  County.  He  was  a 
staunch  democrat,  was  affiliated  with  the 
Masonic  fraternity  and  was  a member  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church.  A man  of  noble  character 
and  high  intellectual  attainments,  he  made  his 
life  count  in  worthy  achievement  add  ever 
commanded  the  high  regard  of  all  who  knew 


him.  At  the  age  of  twenty-three  years  he 
wedded  Miss  Hester  Fisher,  of  North  Township, 
and  she  died  January  4,  1865,  her  only  child 
having  died  on  the  5th  of  the  following  Novem- 
ber. April  2,  1866,  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Henderson  to  Miss  Mahala  P.  Fisher,  a 
sister  of  his  first  wife,  and,  as  previously  noted 
in  this  review,  her  death  occurred  in  1877,  men- 
tion having  also  been  made  of  the  children  of 
this  union.  Mrs.  Henderson  was,  like  her  hus- 
band, a devout  member  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church.  In  1879  Mr.  Henderson  married  Miss 
Sarah,  a daughter  of  George  McPeck,  of  Archer 
Township,  and  she  survives  him,  no  children 
having  been  born  of  this  marriage. 

Walter  J.  Henderson  was  but  seven  years  old 
at  the  time  of  his  mother’s  death  and  was  but 
two  years  old  when  his  parents  returned  from 
Carroll  County  to  Harrison  County,  where  he 
was  reared  to  manhood  and  where  he  has  re- 
sided continuously  in  Archer  Township  save  for 
a period  of  three  years  passed  in  Cadiz  Town- 
ship. In  addition  to  the  advantages  of  the  pub- 
lic schools  he  attended  Scio  College  one  term 
and  was  for  a similar  period  a student  in 
Franklin  College  at  New  Athens,  besides  which 
he  had  the  privilege  of  being  reared  in  a home 
of  distinctive  culture  and  high  ideals.  He  is 
now  the  owner  of  a well  improved  farm  of  131 
acres  and  is  one  of  the  successful  exponents 
of  agriculture  and  live-stock  enterprise  in 
Archer  Township,  the  while  he  has  secured 
vantage  place  in  popular  confidence  and  esteem 
and  is  leader  in  community  affairs.  His  po- 
litical allegiance  is  given  to  the  democratic 
party,  and  he  and  his  wife  are  active  members 
of  the  Ridge  Presbyterian  Church. 

On  the  13th  of  February,  1895,  was  solem- 
nized the  marriage  of  Mr.  Henderson  to  Miss 
Eva  M.  Dosson,  daughter  of  Alexander  and 
Margaret  (Shambaugh)  Dosson,  of  Harrison 
County,  and  they  have  five  children— Mahala  C., 
Earl  B.,  Joseph  S.,  Gladys  R.  and  Ralph  Cle- 
ment. Mahala  C.  is  the  wife  of  iFrederick 
Greer,  of  Cadiz,  and  now  resides  at  Holliday’s 
Cove,  West  Virginia.  They  have  three  children 
— Lloyd  A.,  Ida  Elizabeth  and  Mary  Margaret. 

Lewis  McPeck  has  the  satisfaction  of  having 
under  his  immediate  control  the  fine  old  home- 
stead farm  of  his  honored  and  venerable  father, 
John  E.  McPeck,  of  whom  individual  mention 
is  made  on  other  pages  of  this  volume,  so  that 
further  review  of  the  family  history  is  not  here 
required.  He  whose  name  initiates  this  para- 
graph is  well  upholding  the  prestige  of  the  fam- 
ily name  in  connection  with  farm  industry  in 
Archer  Township,  Harrison  County,  and  is  pro- 
gressive and  enterprising  as  an  agriculturist  and 
stock-grower,  with  a farm  that  affords  ample 
opportunities  for  successful  achievement. 

Mr.  McPeck  was  born  in  Cadiz,  this  county, 
but  was  only  about  eighteen  months  of  age 
when  he  removed  with  his  parents  to  the  farm 
where  he  now  lives,  and  where  he  has  spent 
all  of  his  life  with  the  exception  of  seven  years 
following  his  marriage.  After  having  profited 
by  the  advantages  of  the  district  schools  in 
Archer  Township  he  attended  Scio  College  one 
year  and  Franklin  College  at  New  Athens  for  a 
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similar  period.  From  his  youth  to  the  present 
time  he  has  been  actively  associated  with  farm 
enterprise  in  Archer  Township.  For  seven 
years  after  his  marriage,  which  occurred  in 
1900,  he  conducted  operations  on  a farm  situ- 
ated on  the  Cadiz  and  Jewett  turnpike,  and  in 
the  spring  of  1908  he  returned  to  his  father’s 
farm,  of  which  fine  property  he  has  since  had 
the  active  control  and  management.  The  farm 
comprises  187  acres  and  is  equipped  with  good 
buildings  and  other  high-grade  improvements. 
Mr.  McPeck  is  a republican  in  political 
allegiance  and  he  and  his  wife  are  zealous  mem- 
bers of  the  Ridge  Presbyterian  Church,  in  which 
he  is  serving  as  an  elder,  besides  which  he 
has  held  other  official  preferments,  including 
that  of  superintendent  of  the  Sunday  school. 

October  2,  1900,  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  McPeck  to  Miss  Etta  May  Adams,  daughter 
of  John  S.  and  Sarah  J.  (Welsh)  Adams,  of 
Archer  Township.  Mr.  Adams  was  one  of  the 
leading  farmers  of  this  township,  developed  also 
a large  business  as  a shipper  of  live  stock  and 
was  for  many  years  a director  of  the  First 
National  Bank  of  Cadiz.  He  was  born  Septem- 
ber 4,  1837,  a son  of  Samuel  Adams,  who  was 
bom  January  20,  1808,  and  died  June  13,  1874. 
He  married  Jane  Stewart,  who  was  bora  October 
22,  1811,  and  died  in  March,  1892.  The  death 
of  John  S.  Adams  occurred  on  his  farm  on 
August  10,  1884,  and  his  widow  remained  on  the 
find  old  home  farm  until  1904,  when  she  removed 
to  Jewett  and  later  removed  to  Cadiz,  where 
she  died  December  16,  1915,  aged  seventy-one 
years.  She  was  born  in  Archer  Township,  Har- 
rison County,  on  August  2,  1844,  a daughter  of 
John  Welsh,  who  was  born  November  20,  1808, 
and  died  in  Cadiz  in  1880.  His  wife,  Margaret 
(Gilmore)  Welsh,  was  born  January  18,  1816, 
and  died  in  Cadiz  in  1902.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Adams 
became  the  parents  of  five  children — Etta  May, 
Samuel  F.,  Charles  W.,  Zella  E.  and  Mary  A. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  McPeck  have  two  children,  Chester 
Adams  and  Florence  Esther. 

Robert  L.  Timmons.  In  consideration  of  the 
remarkable  impetus  that  has  in  later  years  been 
given  to  the  good  roads  movement  in  all  sections 
of  the  United  States  it  is  specially  interesting 
to  record  that  in  his  native  county  Mr.  Timmons 
was  actively  and  successfully  identified  with  the 
construction  of  improved  roads  for  fully  forty 
years,  and  he  was  one  of  the  oldest  road  con- 
tractors not  only  in  Harrison  County  but  also 
in  this  entire  section  of  the  state.  He  also  had 
the  distinction  of  having  constructed  the  first 
macadamized  road  in  his  home  county. 

Mr.  Timmons  was  born  in  Cadiz  Township, 
this  county,  January  14,  1850,  and  died  in  Cadiz 
on  October  29,  1920.  He  was  a son  of  Forney 
and  Elizabeth  (Lacey)  Timmons,  both  natives 
of  Cadiz  Township,  where  the  respective  families 
settled  in  the  early  pioneer  period.  Forney 
Timmons  was  born  in  the  year  1817,  and  was  a 
son  of  Charles  Timmons,  who  was  born  at 
Charleston,  South  Carolina,  in  1755  and  whose 
wife,  Mary  (Forney)  Timmons,  was  a native  of 
Georgia  and  a daughter  of  Abraham  Forney, 
who  came  to  Harrison  County  in  the  early 
pioneer  days  and  settled  on  a farm  near  the 


present  City  of  Cadiz.  He  was  of  French  an- 
cestry, was  a captain  of  a militia  company  in 
Georgia  and  served  as  a soldier  in  the  war  of 
the  Revolution.  Charles  Timmons  came  to 
Harrison  County  at  the  same  time  as  did  his 
father-in-law.  He  was  from  Berkeley  County, 
West  Virginia,  and  he  died  within  a few  years 
after  coming  to  Ohio. 

Forney  Timmons  became  a successful  manu- 
facturer of  pumps  at  Cadiz.  He  supplied  pumps 
to  residents  of  Harrison  and  adjoining  counties 
for  many  years  and  was  associated  with  his 
son  Robert  L.  in  the  construction  of  pike  roads. 
He  died  in  1886,  and  his  wife  survived  him  by 
a number  of  years.  Her  father,  John  Lacey, 
was  an  early  brick  and  stone  mason  in  Harrison 
County  and  was  also  engaged  in  the  manufac- 
turing of  brick.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Timmons  held 
membership  in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 
They  became  the  parents  of  four  children : Caro- 
line Elizabeth  married  Charles  Allen  and  they 
established  their  home  in  the  City  of  Columbus, 
Ohio;  Milton  J.  and  Benjamin  F.  removed  to 
the  State  of  Kansas  in  the  pioneer  days;  and 
Robert  L„  of  this  review,  is  the  youngest  of 
the  number. 

Robert  L.  Timmons  gained  his  early  educa- 
tion in  the  public  schools  of  Harrison  County 
and  began  to  aid  In  his  own  support  when  he 
was  but  eleven  years  old,  after  his  two  older 
brothers  entered  service  in  the  Civil  war.  His 
first  work  was  as  a boy  in  a stone  quarry,  and 
finally  he  learned  the  trade  of  stone  mason,  to 
which  he  devoted  his  attention  about  a decade. 
For  thirteen  years  thereafter  he  conducted  a 
hardware  and  tin  shop  at  Cadiz,  and  in  the 
meanwhile  became  a contractor  in  the  building 
of  turnpike  roads.  This  latter  enterprise  finally 
proved  so  successful  that  he  sold  his  shop  and 
business  at  Cadiz,  and  during  the  long  inter- 
vening years  he  continued  his  operations  as  a 
contractor  in  the  construction  of  high-grade 
roads.  He  was  a pioneer  in  the  good  roads  ser- 
vice in  this  section  of  the  Buckeye  State,  in 
which  he  achieved  worthy  success.  He  was  a 
loyal  and  public-spirited  citizen,  was  a member 
of  the  democratic  party,  was  a member  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  and  was  affiliated 
with  the  Masonic  and  Knights  of  Pythias  fra- 
ternities. 

In  1868  Mr.  Timmons  was  united  in  marriage 
to  Miss  Isabella  Amanda  Howard,  daughter  of 
Capt.  John  M.  and  Elizabeth  (Edney)  Howard, 
of  Barnesville,  Belmont  County,  Ohio.  Her 
father  was  captain  of  his  company  in  an  Ohio 
regiment  in  the  Civil  war.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Timmons  were  bora  the  following  ten  children: 
Bessie  May  (deceased),  Harry  Howard,  Florence 
(Mrs.  Jesse  Smith),  Forney  Wellington/ Bernice 
Lacey  (Mrs.  M.  M.  Mansfield),  Lillian  (Mrs. 
James  Clark),  Frances,  who  married  Brydon 
Pearce  and  both  are  now  deceased,  their  only 
child,  Charles,  being  reared  in  the  home  of  his 
maternal  grandparents,  Robert  Lacey,  Jr.,  Don- 
ald (deceased),  and  Isabel,  who  married  Dr. 
Bradford  C.  Godfrey,  of  Burlington,  Vermont. 

Harry  Howard  Timmons,  the  eldest  son,  was 
one  of  the  gallant  young  patriots  who  repre- 
sented Harrison  County  in  the  nation’s  military 
service  in  the  late  World  war.  On  the  3d  of 
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Janaary,  1818.  he  became  a member  of  the 
Twenty-third  Regiment  of  Engineers,  in  which 
he  was  made  sergeant  of  the  first  class  and  also 
duty  sergeant,  and  with  which  he  saw  twenty 
months  of  active  service  in  France.  He  partici- 
pated in  the  great  campaigns  of  the  Argonne 
Forest  and  the  St  Mlhiel  sector,  his  regiment 
having  been  engaged  in  building  roads  for  the 
artillery  while  moving  along  with  the  advance 
lines  of  infantry,  and  its  position  having  been 
constantly  one  of  great  hazard.  He  sailed  for 
France  March  30,  1918,  and  landed  at  Brest  on 
the  13th  of  the  following  month.  On  the  11th 
of  May  his  command  reached  the  front  line  of 
the  Bachera  sector,  and  remained  with  that 
sector  until  September  18.  It  was  then  assigned 
to  the  Argonne  Forest  sector  and  was  behind  the 
lines  the  morning  the  great  drive  started.  He 
remained  in  that  sector  until  the  signing  of  the 
armistice,  and  his  regiment  was  under  fire  for 
six  months  to  the  day.  He  received  his  dis- 
charge at  Camp  Sherman,  Ohio,  June  19,  1919. 
Robert  Lacey  Timmons,  Jr.,  went  to  Camp  Sher- 
man on  September  2,  1918,  with  the  limited 
service  men,  and  was  discharged  from  the  ser- 
vice on  December  11,  1918.  Harry  Howard, 
Forney  Wellington  and  Robert  Lacey,  Jr.,  were 
all  identified  with  their  father  in  business,  and 
since  his  death  they  have  carried  on  the  business 
successfully.  At  this  writing  they  are  complet- 
ing a large  road-building  contract  in  Belmont 
County,  Ohio,  which  was  begun  during  their 
father’s  life 

James  C.  MoClister,  M.  D.  Properly  num- 
bered among  the  Mependable  and  skilled  men 
of  his  profession,  Dr.  James  C.  McClester,  of 
Harrlsvllle,  is  enjoying  a large  practice  and  is 
worthy  of  the  confidence  which  is  placed  in 
him,  not  only  by  his  patients  but  others  in  his 
community  who  recognize  the  inherent  worth  of 
the  man.  He  was  born  in  Allegheny  County, 
Pennsylvania,  February  3,  1869,  a son  of  John 
and  Margaret  (Clark)  McClester,  both  natives 
of  Allegheny  County,  Pennsylvania,  the  latter 
being  a daughter  of  James  Clark.  Her  mother’s 
maiden  name  was  Staddart. 

John  McClester  was  for  some  years  a farmer 
of  Allegheny  County,  Pennsylvania,  but  later 
moved  to  Coraopolis,  Pennsylvania,  and  estab- 
lished himself  in  business  as  a merchant.  He 
conducted  a similar  establishment  at  Sewickley, 
Pennsylvania.  With  the  exception  of  a few 
years  spent  in  Logan  County,  Ohio,  and  Beaver 
County,  Pennsylvania,  he  passed  his  life  in 
Allegheny  County,  Pennsylvania.  He  died  at 
Shadyside,  Belmont  County,  at  the  home  of  his 
daughter,  Mrs.  Will  Hoskinson,  In  October,  1918. 
His  wife  has  also  passed  away.  Their  children 
were  as  follows:  James  C.,  whose  name  opens 
this  review;  Lydia,  who  was  second  in  order  of 
birth;  Clara,  who  married  W.  J.  Stevenson,  an 
attorney  of  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania;  Jennie, 
who  married  W.  L.  Hoskinson,  a merchant  of 
Bellaire,  Ohio;  Margaret,  who  was  graduated 
as  a nurse  from  the  Ohio  Valley  General  Hos- 
pital ; and  three  others  who  died  in  infancy. 

Doctor  McClester  was  graduated  from  the 
Huntsville  High  School  of  Logan  County,  after 
which  he  matriculated  at  the  Ohio  Medical  Uni- 


versity, from  which  he  was  graduated  in  1894, 
and  on  August  16th  of  that  year  settled  at 
Harrisville,  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  and  entered 
upon  the  duties  of  a general  practice.  With  the 
exception  of  three  years  spent  in  practice  at 
Malvern,  Ohio,  Doctor  McClester  has  remained 
at  Harrisville  during  his  professional  career. 

In  1914  he  was  united  in  marriage  with 
Margaret  Toland,  a daughter  of  William  and 
Elizabeth  Toland.  They  are  members  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  of  Harrisville.  For 
some  years  Doctor  McClester  has  belonged  to 
the  Harrison  County  Medical  Society.  For 
eight  years  he  has  been  on  the  village  board 
of  Harrisville,  and  has  given  his  community 
the  benefit  of  his  knowledge  of  sanitation  and 
awakened  It  to  its  responsibility  with  reference 
to  public  health.  The  Doctor  was  a member  of 
the  Reserve  Medical  Corps  of  the  United  States 
Army,  and  was  in  camp  at  Camp  Greenleaf, 
Fort  Oglethorp,  Georgia,  from  July  5,  1918,  in 
training  three  weeks,  and  was  then  sent  to 
Camp  Wadsworth,  Spartanburg,  South  Carolina, 
where  he  was  honorably  discharged  on  October 
10,  1918,  with  the  rank  of  first  lieutenant. 

Walter  N.  Hall.  The  mercantile  Interests 
of  Harrisville  are  admirably  conserved  by  some 
of  the  most  enterprising  men  in  this  part  of 
Harrison  County,  and  their  progressive  spirit 
has  resulted  In  the  bringing  to  the  community 
a desirable  line  of  trade  from  the  outlying  dis- 
tricts and  the  establishment  of  a reputation 
of  fair  dealing  and  sound  business  methods. 
One  of  these  merchants  who  has  borne  his  part 
in  the  bringing  about  of  the  above  mentioned 
results  is  Walter  N.  Hall. 

Mr.  Hall  was  bora  in  Mount  Pleasant  Town- 
ship, Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  September  8,  1874, 
a son  of  Josiah  and  Deborah  W.  (Wilson)  Hall, 
and  grandson  of  Nathan  Hall.  Nathan  Hall 
was  born  in  Mount  Pleasant  Township,  Jefferson 
County,  Ohio,  where  he  was  married  to  Maria 
Smith,  and  they  had  one  son,  Josiah.  By  a 
former  marriage  he  had  a son  William,  who 
was  known  as  “Big”  William  Hall.  On  account 
of  his  size  Nathan  Hall  was  known  as  “Big” 
Nathan  Hall,  and  he  was  a man  of  powerful 
strength.  All  of  his  active  life  he  was  engaged 
in  farming  in  his  native  township.  He  and  his 
family  belonged  to  the  Society  of  Friends. 

Josiah  Hall  was  bora  in  Mount  Pleasant 
Township,  Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  and  his  wife 
was  born  at  Smyrna,  Guernsey  County,  Ohio,  a 
daughter  of  Joseph  and  Eliza  (Branson)  Wil- 
son. Joseph  Wilson  was  a prosperous  farmer 
of  Guernsey  County,  Ohio,  and  he  and  his  wife 
had  the  following  children:  Benjamin,  Lindley, 
Martha,  Maria,  Miriam  and  Deborah  W.,  of 
whom  all  grew  to  maturity  with  the  exception 
of  Lindley,  who  died  in  infancy.  The  Wilsons 
were  also  Quakers  in  their  religious  belief.  All 
of  his  life  Josiah  Hall  was  engaged  in  farming 
in  Mount  Pleasant  Township,  and  was  held  in 
high  esteem  in  his  neighborhood.  Both  he  and 
his  wife  belonged  to  the  Society  of  Friends. 
They  had  the  following  children:  Abbie,  who 
married  Thomas  Starbuck  and  lives  at  Colders, 
Ohio;  Elma,  who  married  Edwin  Hall,  a son 
of  Parker  Hall,  and  lives  at  Pasadena,  Cali- 
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fornia;  Alice,  who  married  Herman  Meislahn, 
and  after  his  death,  Charles  Koontz,  and  lives 
at  Los  Angeles,  California ; Walter  N.,  who  was 
fourth  in  order  of  birth;  and  Miriam,  who 
married  Dean  White  and  lives  at  Colders,  Ohio. 

Walter  N.  Hall  attended  the  neighborhood 
schools  of  Mount  Pleasant  Township  and  a 
Friends  private  school  in  the  same  township. 
Still  later  he  was  a student  at  a boarding 
school  at  Bamesville  for  a year,  leaving  it  to 
enter  a Friends  boarding  school  at  Westtown, 
Pennsylvania.  In  order  to  gain  a practical 
knowledge  of  the  fundamentals  of  business,  he 
subsequently  took  a commercial  course  at  Scio, 
Ohio.  Mr.  Hall  then  put  to  use  his  knowledge 
thus  gained,  and  for  some  time  was  in  an  in- 
surance business  at  Cleveland,  Ohio,  but  when 
his  father  died  he  returned  to  Mount  Pleasant 
Township  and  for  three  years  was  engaged  in 
conducting  the  farm.  In  about  1904  Mr.  Hall 
bought  a mercantile  business  at  Harrisville,  but 
sold  it  in  1908  and  bought  a farm  of  forty  acres 
adjoining  Harrisville,  on  which  he  erected  a 
modern  residence,  where  he  still  lives.  This  is 
a beautiful  place,  supplied  with  all  modern  con- 
veniences and  equipment.  In  1912,  however,  Mr. 
Hall  once  more  entered  the  mercantile  field  and 
has  continued  in  it  ever  since,  his  store  being 
one  of  the  leading  ones  in  this  part  of  the 
county.  For  the  past  three  years  he  has  been 
a director  of  the  Peoples  National  Bank  of 
Adena,  Jefferson  County,  Ohio. 

On  October  9,  1901,  Mr.  Hall  was  united  in 
marriage  at  Harrisville,  Ohio,  with  Loretta  M. 
Lewis,  a daughter  of  John  G.  and  Emma  Lewis. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hall  have  two  sons,  Walter  Myron 
and  John  G.  In  their  religious  connections  Mr. 
Hall  and  his  wife  maintain  membership  with 
the  United  Presbyterian  Church  of  Harrisville. 
Mr.  Hall  is  a Blue  Lodge  and  Chapter  Mason, 
belonging  to  both  organizations  at  Cadiz,  Ohio. 
He  is  a man  who  displays  in  his  life  and  busi- 
ness efforts  that  stability  and  strength  of  char- 
acter which  work  to  bring  about  a proper  bal- 
ance in  a man,  and  the  esteem  which  he  inspires 
is  well  founded  and  deserved. 

Theodore  Dickerson.  The  name  Dickerson  is 
associated  with  the  early  history  of  Harrison 
County,  and  Theodore  Dickerson,  of  Cadiz 
Township,  who  has  always  lived  where  he  was 
born,  June  26,  1856,  has  pride  in  bringing  the 
family  story  up  to  date  in  the  forthcoming 
Carroll  and  Harrison  County  History.  His 
father,  Joshua  Dickerson,  was  born  in  the  same 
community,  the  Dickerson  Church  neighborhood 
in  Cadiz  Township,  November  9,  1808. 

Thomas  Dickerson,  great-grandfather  of  Theo- 
dore, came  into  what  is  known  as  Harrison 
County  on  Christmas  day,  1800,  and  settled  on 
land  immediately  surrounding  this  landmark 
church,  clearing  and  planting  some  of  it  before 
it  was  on  the  market  as  Government  land,  and 
as  soon  as  it  was  open  for  settlement  he  secured 
title  to  an  entire  section.  Combined  with  mak- 
ing a farm  in  the  wilderness  he  was  a frontier 
blacksmith.  Before  there  were  machine  shops 
in  the  towns  the  blacksmith  was  the  most  nec- 
essary man  to  community  development,  and 
Thomas  Dickerson  was  a man  of  influence  in 


the  beginning  of  Harrison  County  civilisation. 
He  came  from  Fayette  County,  Pennsylvania, 
where  he  married  Mary  Curry,  who  came  with 
him  into  the  frontier  community.  There  were 
ten  children  born  to  them.  One  son,  Baruch, 
was  born  in  Pennsylvania  and  came  with  his 
parents  to  Harrison  County.  Through  Baruch 
Dickerson  comes  the  line  of  descent,  his  son 
Joshua  being  the  father  of  Theodore  Dickerson. 
Baruch  Dickerson  worked  with  his  father  as  a 
blacksmith.  His  wife  was  Elizabeth,  daughter 
of  William  Holmes.  She  was  born  and  lived 
near  Wellesburg,  West  Virginia. 

Elizabeth  Holmes  came  to  Harrison  County 
to  care  for  a brother  who  was  working  as  a 
blacksmith  with  Thomas  Dickerson.  When  he 
contracted  a fever  he  sent  for  his  sister,  and 
thus  was  brought  about  an  acquaintance  that 
later  ripened  into  friendship  and  marriage. 
They  lived  in  different  places,  finally  settling 
down  in  Harrison  County.  In  1822  Baruch 
Dickerson  was  elected  sheriff  of  Harrison 
County,-  and  at  that  time  he  moved  to  Cadiz. 
While  he  was  performing  the  duties  of  his 
office  a notorious  band  of  horsethieves  and 
counterfeiters  infested  the  whole  country  from 
Wheeling,  West  Virginia,  to  Lake  Erie,  and  as 
sheriff  Mr.  Dickerson  was  forced  to  deal  with 
them.  While  in  northern  Ohio  securing  deposi- 
tions he  contracted  a fever  and  died  from  it. 

The  children  of  Baruch  Dickerson  were 
Joshua,  Susannah,  Polly,  Thomas,  Polly  (the 
first  child  named  Polly  died  and,  as  used  to  be 
the  custom  in  many  families,  another  was  given 
the  same  name),  Jane,  William  Wilson  and 
Elizabeth.  Baruch  Dickerson  was  a whig,  and 
besides  serving  the  county  as  sheriff  he  also 
served  as  county  commissioner.  He  was  a 
marksman  of  ability,  and  was  captain  of  the 
first  rifle  company. 

Joshua,  the  oldest  son  of  Baruch  Dickerson, 
was  sixteen  years  old  when  his  father  died,  and 
a year  later  he  went  to  the  home  of  an  uncle, 
Aaron  Mercer,  in  Short  Creek  Township,  where 
he  worked  in  a woolen  factory  and  in  a flour- 
ing mill,  remaining  there  four  years.  The  ca- 
pacity of  the  flouring  mill  was  1,300  barrels  and 
it  was  all  consumed  in  the  Immediate  com- 
munity. 

In  1834  Joshua  Dickerson  married  Elizabeth 
Crumley,  who  died  childless,  and  his  second 
marriage  was  with  Mary  Jane  Elliott.  She  was 
a daughter  of  Samuel  and  Nancy  (Grimes) 
Elliott,  of  Belmont  County.  Eight  children 
were  born  to  this  union:  Aaron  (deceased), 
Baruch  (deceased),  Thomas,  Sarah,  Theo- 
dore, Samuel  (died  in  Infancy),  Hiram  (died 
in  1920)  and  Charles.  While  the  history  of 
the  Dickerson  family  was  identified  with  the 
whig  political  party,  Theodore  Dickerson  was 
born  the  year  the  whig  party  was  swallowed  up 
by  another  and  he  has  been  a republican.  His 
father  was  a member  of  the  whig  party  but 
when  it  had  served  its  time  he  became  identi- 
fied with  its  successor,  the  republican  party. 

When  a family  has  lived  long  enough  in  one 
community  that  a rural  church  has  borne  its 
name  through  successive  generations  it  has  per- 
petuated itself,  and  such  is  the  history  of  the 
Dickerson  family  in  Harrison  County.  Theo- 
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dore  Dickerson  began  farm  activities  on  the  old 
homestead  of  his  father  and  he  lives  there  to- 
day. On  April  15,  1896,  he  married  Ella  Haver- 
field,  a daughter  of  James  and  Elizabeth  (Barr) 
Haverfleld.  Their  children  a re : Floyd  H.  and 
Hartzell  Paul  Dickerson,  both  living  with  their 
father.  The  mother  died  January  29,  1916,  and 
on  March  3,  1920,  Mr.  Dickerson  married  Mar- 
garet J.  McFadden,  daughter  of  Thompson  and 
Elizabeth  (Dickerson)  McFadden.  The  church 
relation  is  with  the  Dickerson  Methodist  Episco- 
pal Church  in  the  community. 

Theodore  Dickerson  has  served  as  a member 
of  the  board  of  trustees  and  as  treasurer  of 
the  Dickerson  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  for 
more  than  thirty  years.  He  has  been  school 
director  and  a member  of  the  local  school  board 
for  more  than  twenty  years.  “By  their  fruits 
ye  shall  know  them/'  and  it  is  the  part  of  good 
citizenship  to  serve  one's  day  and  generation. 

Chablss  Phillips.  The  family  story  of 
Charles  Phillips  of  Cadiz  Township  reverts  at 
once  to  Fayette  County,  Pennsylvania,  where  he 
was  bora  August  19,  1857,  a son  of  William  S. 
Phillips.  Pennsylvania  means  “Woody  land  of 
Penn,”  and  the  Phillips  family  have  been 
Quakers,  William  Penn  having  offered  special 
inducements  to  settlers  of  that  faith  in  the 
colony  founded  by  him.  W.  S.  Phillips  was  born 
there  May  12,  1828,  and  he  married  Ruth  Swan, 
of  the  same  community.  Her  father,  Richard 
Swan,  was  a farmer  of  Fayette  County.  Their 
children  are:  Presley,  Charles,  Alfred,  Ruth, 
Sarah  and  Emily.  - 

W.  8.  Phillips  was  a son  of  Ellis  Phillips, 
grandfather  of  the  Cadiz  Township  citizen.  He 
was  bora  October  12,  1798,  in  Washington 
County,  Pennsylvania.  His  wife,  Phoebe  (Lilly) 
Phillips,  was  ten  years  his  Junior,  born  April 
1,  1806,  and  they  married  and  lived  on  a farm 
in  Fayette  County.  Their  children  are  Ruth, 
born  July  23,  1826;  William  S. ; Solomon,  bora 
September  25,  1830;  Thomas,  February  17,  1835; 
James  Alfred,  December  15,  1839;  Ellis,  August 
31,  1843;  Martha  Jane,  August  26,  1845.  The 
wife  and  mother  died  February  27,  1850,  and 
the  father  died  January  9,  1878,  their  lives  hav- 
ing been  lived  under  different  conditions  from 
the  civilization  of  today  when  the  high  cost  of 
living  enters  into  it.  William  S.  Phillips,  who 
always  lived  in  Fayette  County,  was  a school 
teacher  for  three  winters  in  his  young  manhood, 
and  the  remainder  of  his  life  was  spent  as  a 
farmer.  As  in  the  previous  generation  the 
family  are  Friends. 

In  his  boyhood  days  in  Pennsylvania  Charles 
Phillips,  of  Cadiz  Township,  attended  the  com- 
mon schools  of  Fayette  County,  and  later  he 
was  a student  in  the  Pennsylvania  State  Normal 
at  California,  Pennsylvania.  He  also  took  a 
commercial  course  at  Iron  City,  Pennsylvania. 
While  he  had  unusual  educational  advantages, 
he  did  not  quit  the  farm  for  business  oppor- 
tunities. The  day  of  the  educated  farmer  was 
at  hand,  and  Mr.  Phillips  was  ready  for  it. 

On  January  25,  1890,  Mr.  Phillips  married 
Elizabeth  D.  Elliott.  She  is  a daughter  of 
James  and  Jane  (Dixon)  Elliott.  In  the  fol- 
lowing year  he  bought  his  Harrison  County 


farm  and  moved  to  it.  It  is  on  the  Cadiz  and 
Steubenville  pike,  and  he  has  made  of  it  an 
attractive  farmstead.  There  are  181  acres  of 
land,  with  good  buildings  on  it.  Mr.  Phillips 
combines  livestock  industry  with  farming,  and 
his  specialty  is  Shorthorn  cattle. 

Mr.  Phillips  has  given  educational  advantages 
to  hi 8 children,  the  son,  William,  born  October 
2,  1891,  is  a graduate  of  Ohio  State  University 
at  Columbus  in  the  class  of  1915,  and  Helen 
Annabelle,  born  August  22,  1898,  Is  a graduate 
of  Wilson  College  at  Chambersburg,  Pennsyl- 
vania, class  of  1916.  In  this  instance  the 
Phillips  family  are  Presbyterians.  There  is  an 
old  saying:  “Once  a Friend  always  a Quaker,” 
but  Friends  are  unknown  in  some  communities. 

The  Elliott  family  also  lived  In  Fayette 
County,  Pennsylvania,  Mrs.  Phillips  having  been 
bora  there.  James  Elliott  was  a Fayette  County 
farmer,  and  his  wife,  Jane  McKee  Dixon,  was  a 
daughter  of  Nathan  and  Elizabeth  (Forsythe) 
Dixon.  Their  children  were:  Josephine,  bora 
July  23,  1849;  John,  March  17,  1852;  Edward, 
September  24,  1854;  Elizabeth,  September  1, 
1857;  Harvey,  January  27,  1863;  Annabelle, 
November  1,  1866. 

The  father  of  James  Elliott  was  William  and 
his  mother  was  Ruth  (Crawford)  Elliott. 
William  Elliott  was  a captain  In  the  Revolu- 
tionary war.  The  Phllllps-Elllott  family  have 
a fine  historical  background  in  colonial  days  in 
America. 

John  W.  Whitcraft  succeeded  his  father  as 
owner  of  the  substantial  lumber  and  planing- 
mill  business  which  the  latter  had  long  con- 
ducted at  Carrollton,  and  has  secure  status  as 
one  of  the  representative  business  men  of  his 
native  city  and  county.  He  Is  a scion  of  the 
fourth  generation  of  the  Whitcraft  family  in 
what  is  now  Carroll  County,  with  whose  annals 
the  family  name  has  been  worthily  linked  for 
more  than  a century.  His  great-grandfather, 
John  Whitcraft,  was  bora  and  reared  In  Ireland, 
and  in  1814  he  and  his  wife,  whose  family  name 
was  Harper,  became  residents  and  pioneer 
settlers  of  that  part  of  Harrison  County  that  is 
now  comprised  in  Carroll  County.  They  came 
to  Ohio  soon  after  their  immigration  to 
America,  and  Mr.  Whitcraft  became  one  of  the 
honored  pioneer  farmers  of  Carroll  County, 
where  he  reclaimed  his  land  from  the  forest, 
the  original  deed  to  the  property  having  been 
signed  by  President  James  Monroe  and  being 
still  preserved  as  a family  heirloom.  This  deed 
was  for  the  last  land  taken  by  this  sterling 
pioneer,  and  the  tract  that  It  conferred  is  sit- 
uated abotit  four  miles  distant  from  Leesville, 
Carroll  County.  Here  John  Whitcraft  died  in 
1854,  his  wife  having  passed  away  In  1834. 
Their  son  John  H.  was  born  within  the  limits 
of  the  present  Harrison  County  but  was  reared 
to  manhood  in  Carroll  County.  In  1834  he 
married  Mary,  a daughter  of  William  Alban,  of 
Stark  County,  and  they  established  their  home 
on  a farm  four  miles  distant  from  Leesville — 
the  old  homestead  previously  mentioned.  In 
1863  Mr.  Whitcraft  was  elected  sheriff  of  the 
county,  which  office  he  retained  four  years.  He 
was  a presidential  elector  from  Ohio  at  the  time 
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when  Rutherford  B.  Hayes  was  elected  presi- 
dent, and  he  was  one  of  the  vigorous  and  suc- 
cessful men  of  affairs  in  Carroll  County  until 
his  death  in  1884,  at  the  age  of  seventy-two 
years.  His  wife  survived  him  by  several  years, 
and  both  were  earnest  members  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church.  Of  their  children  the  eldest, 
Matilda,  widow  of  Capt.  Isaac  Ulman,  is  still 
living,  at  a venerable  age,  and  resides  at  Mas- 
sillon, Stark  County;  Elizabeth  died  in  1858; 
William  Alban  met  his  death  in  the  Civil  war, 
having  been  killed  in  action  while  serving  as 
lieutenant  of  Company  A,  Twenty-fifth  Ohio 
Volunteer  Infantry;  Henry  H.  was  a father  of 
John  W.,  immediate  subject  of  this  review ; 
Amanda  died  at  the  age  of  ten  years;  James  P. 
was  in  railroad  service  many  years  prior  to 
his  death;  and  Mary  Martha,  wife  of  William 
W.  Cressinger,  still  resides  in  Carroll  County. 

John  W.  Whitcreft  was  born  at  Carrollton  on 
the  8th  of  October,  1§72,  and  is  a son  of  Henry 
H.  and  Nancy  (McLaughlin)  Whitcraft,  whose 
marriage  was  solemnized  in  1868  at  Carrollton. 
Henry  H.  Whitcraft  was  born  in  Monroe  Town- 
ship, this  county,  November  30,  1840,  and  his 
wife  was  born  in  Fox  Township  In  1844,  a 
daughter  of  the  late  Judge  James  McLaughlin, 
a representative  of  another  well  known  pioneer 
family  of  Carroll  County.  Henry  H.  Whitcraft 
was  reared  on  his  father’s  farm  and  received 
excellent  educational  advantages.  He  was 
teaching  school  at  the  time  of  the  Inception  of 
the  Civil  war,  but  promptly  subordinated  all 
other  interests  to  tender  his  aid  in  defense  of 
the  Union.  On  the  7th  of  November,  1861,  he 
enlisted  in  Company  A,  Eightieth  Ohio  Volunteer 
Infantry,  of  which  he  was  made  sergeant.  In 
the  battle  of  Iuka,  September  19,  1862,  his  left 
arm  was  disabled  by  a musket  ball  wound,  and 
In  February,  1863,  he  received  his  honorable 
discharge.  A few  months  later,  however,  he 
was  given  a position  in  the  commissary  depart- 
ment of  the  army,  and  he  thus  continued  in 
service  until  the  close  of  the  war.  For  one  year 
thereafter  he  taught  school  and  also  gave  super- 
vision to  his  farm  in  Carroll  County,  and  there- 
after he  served  as  assessor  of  internal  revenues 
until  1875,  when  he  established  himself  in  the 
lumber  business  at  Carrollton.  With  this  busi- 
ness he  continued  his  association  until  his  death 
in  1910,  since  which  time  the  enterprise  has 
been  continued  by  his  elder  son,  to  whom  this 
review  is  dedicated.  Mr.  Whitcraft  was  a 
staunch  republican,  held  church  membership  and 
was  affiliated  with  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Re- 
public. A man  of  sterling  character,  he  held 
inviolable  place  in  the  confidence  and  esteem 
of  all  who  knew  him.  His  widow  still  resides 
at  Carrollton,  and  of  their  children  the  eldest 
is  Mary,  who  is  the  wife  of  William  M.  Shep- 
herd, of  Carrollton;  Alice  is  the  wife  of  William 
F.  Forsythe,  of  Carrollton;  John  W.,  of  this 
sketch,  was  the  next  in  order  of  birth;  Mrs. 
Emma  Sterling  likewise  resides  at  Carrollton; 
Grace  is  the  wife  of  U.  O.  Deford,  of  Youngs- 
town, Ohio;  and  James  H.  Is  a practicing  physi- 
cian at  Wilkln8burg,  Pennsylvania. 

After  having  received  the  advantages  of  the 
public  schools  of  Carrollton  John  W.  Whitcraft 
completed  a course  in  the  celebrated  Eastman 


Business  College  in  the  City  of  Poughkeepsie, 
New  York,  and  upon  his  return  to  his  native 
place  became  associated  with  his  father’s  lumber 
business,  with  which  his  active  connection  has 
continued  during,  the  intervening  years  and  of 
which  he  came  into  full  control  after  the  death 
of  his  honored  father,  on  the  6th  of  December, 
1910.  The  Whitcraft  lumber  business  at  Carroll- 
ton has  long  been  the  most  extensive  and  im- 
portant enterprise  of  the  kind  in  Carroll 
County,  and  its  history  has  been  one  of  admir- 
able service  and  fair  and  honorable  dealings — 
covering  a period  of  fully  forty-five  years. 
Mr.  Whitcraft  is  one  of  the  progressive  busi- 
ness men  and  liberal  and  public-spirited  citizens 
of  Carrollton,  is  a republican  in  politics,  but 
has  never  been  an  aspirant  for  public  office,  Is 
affiliated  with  the  Masonic  fraternity,  and  both 
he  and  his  wife  hold  membership  in  the  Pres- 
byterian Church. 

In  1896  was  solemnized  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Whitcraft  to  Miss  Daisy  McGuire,  only 
daughter  of  the  late  Frank  W.  and  Clara  Belle 
(Hoops)  McGuire,  of  Carrollton.  The  elder  of 
the  two  children  of  this  union  is  John  Henry, 
who  was  born  January  15,  1906,  and  who  is, 
in  1920,  a member  of  the  freshman  class  of 
the  Carrollton  High  School.  Catherine,  the 
younger  child,  died  at  the  age  of  two  years. 

William  J.  Carson.  Industriously  engaged 
in  the  prosecution  of  a calling  upon  which  the 
support  and  wealth  of  the  nation  largely  de- 
pends, William  J.  Carson,  of  Stock  Township, 
holds  an  assured  position  among  the  enterpris- 
ing and  prosperous  farmers  of  Harrison  County. 
He  was  born  January  6,  1871,  in  Nottingham 
Township,  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  which  was 
also  the  birthplace  of  his  father,  Albert  Osborne 
Carson. 

A son  of  William  and  Betsy  (Wells)  Carson, 
pioneers  of  Harrison  County,  Albert  Osborne 
Carson  spent  nearly  the  whole  of  his  life  In 
Nottingham  Township,  where  his  death  occurred 
May  14,  1903.  He  was  a tiller  of  the  soil,  and 
with  the  exception  of  nine  years  that  he  was 
engaged  in  agricultural  pursuits  in  Cadiz  Town- 
ship, carried  on  general  farming  in  his  native 
township.  He  married  Lydia  Ellen  Milliken, 
who  was  born  in  Nottingham  Township,  on  the 
parental  homestead,  a daughter  of  Mark  and 
Joanna  (Smith)  Milliken,  who  reared  five  chil- 
dren, as  follows : Lydia  Ellen,  James  G.,  Clifford 
J.,  Harvey  H.  and  Anna  May.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Milliken  were  members  of  the  Minksville  Chris- 
tian Church.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  William  Carson 
were  the  parents  of  nine  children,  namely : Zella 
May,  wife  of  Robert  M.  Smith:  Nannie  May, 
wife  of  John  Fitzgerald;  William  J.,  of  whom 
we  write;  Myrtle,  who  married  William  Lee; 
James  L. ; Emma,  wife  of  William  K.  Milliken ; 
Eva,  wife  of  George  Dunlap;  Lloyd,  who  mar- 
ried Julia  Fulton;  and  Guy,  who  married  Kate 
Rolands.  Mrs.  Carson  survived  her  husband  a 
number  of  years,  passing  away  April  4,  1913. 

Having  acquired  a good  common  school  edu- 
cation in  his  native  township  William  J.  Carson 
began  his  life  as  a farmer  in  Cadiz  Township, 
remaining  there  a few  years  and  then  returning 
to  Nottingham  Township,  where  he  continued 
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as  a tiller  of  the  soil  seven  years.  Moving  to 
Stock  Township  in  1912,  Mr.  Carson  assumed 
the  management  of  the  farm  belonging  to  E.  M. 
Long.  Buying  this  farm  of  180  acres  in  1914, 
he  has  since  been  busily  and  successfully  en- 
gaged in  general  farming.  He  also  takes  great 
interest  in  the  raising  of  fine  stock,  meeting 
with  success  in  this  as  in  his  other  branches  of 
industry. 

Mr.  Carson  married  November  3,  1896,  Anna 
Ball  Hammlll,  who  was  bom  In  Washington 
Township,  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  a daughter 
of  John  and  Angeline  (Robison)  Hammlll.  Into 
the  household  thus  established  eight  children 
have  made  their  advent,  namely:  Charles  Ray- 
mond, living  in  IThrichsville,  Ohio,  married  Ger- 
trude Robson;  William  Fred,  at  home;  Nellie 
L.,  wife  of  Clarence  Bigger,  of  Cadiz;  Alma 
Florence;  Estella  Belle;  Howard  H.,  Elizabeth 
B.;  and  Elma  Lloyd.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Carson  are 
devout  members  of  the  Christian  Church  at 
Minksville.  and  liberal  contributors  towards  Its 
support.  For  four  years  Mr.  Carson,  who  is 
especially  Interested  in  the  education  of  the 
children  of  this  generation,  served  as  a member 
of  the  local  school  board. 

Habrt  H.  Whittakeb.  A live,  wide-awake 
agriculturist  of  Stock  Township,  full  of  vim 
and  energy,  Harry  H.  Whittaker  is  numbered 
among  those  sturdy,  energetic  and  progressive 
farmers  of  Harrison  County  who  thoroughly 
understand  the  vocation  which  they  follow  and 
are  carrying  it  on  with  both  profit  and  pleasure. 
He  was  bora  August  26,  1886,  in  North  Town- 
ship. His  paternal  great-grandfather,  James 
Whittaker,  a native  of  Ireland,  immigrated  to 
America  when  young,  settling  as  a pioneer  in 
North  Township,  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  where 
he  continued  a resident  until  his  death. 

Harry  H.  Whittaker  attended  first  the  rural 
schools  of  North  and  Stock  townships,  later 
continuing  his  studies  for  a year  at  Scio  College 
in  Scio,  Ohio,  and  then  spending  a year  at  the 
Ohio  State  University  In  Columbus.  A youth 
of  energy  and  ambition,  possessing  excellent 
business  ability,  he  subsequently  bought  a tract 
of  land  adjoining  his  father’s  farm,  which  he 
manages  in  conjunction  with  his  own,  and  has 
since  been  prosperously  engaged  in  agricultural 
pursuits.  In  addition  to  carrying  on  general 
farming  he  makes  a specialty  of  stock  raising, 
breeding  a pure  strain  of  Aberdeen  Angus 
cattle. 

Mr.  Whittaker  married  in  February,  1912, 
Virginia  Harrison,  a daughter  of  John  and 
Euphemia  (Patterson)  Harrison,  of  North 
Township.  Religiously  Mr.  Whittaker  supports 
the  Pleasant  Valley  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 
Fraternally  he  is  a member  of  Scio  Lodge  No. 
587  Free  and  Accepted  Masons;  and  of  Cadiz 
Chapter,  Royal  Arch  Masons.  He  is  a past 
master  of  Valley  Grange,  Patrons  of  Husbandry, 
is  a republican  in  politics  and  a member  of  the 
Harrison  County  Agriculture  Society. 

Samuel  Poole,  senior  member  of  the  firm  of 
Poole  & McLaughlin,  which  conducts  a well 
equipped  hardware  store  in  the  city  of  Carroll- 
ton, has  gained  secure  place  as  one  of  the 


progressive  and  representative  merchants  of  his 
native  county.  He  was  bora  in  Carrollton, 
Carroll  County,  May  23,  1874,  and  is  a son  of 
Andrew  J.  and  Mary  (Baxter)  Poole,  the  for- 
mer of  whom  was  born  in  Stark  County,  this 
state,  in  1839,  and  the  latter  was  bora  in  Carroll 
County  in  1838,  a daughter  of  William  and 
Catherine  (Albaugh)  Baxter,  honored  pioneers 
of  whom  more  specific  mention  may  be  found 
on  other  pages  of  this  volume.  Andrew  J.  Poole 
was  a son  of  Thomas  and  Sarah  (Berger) 
Poole,  who  came  from  Pennsylvania  and  estab- 
lished their  home  near  Waynesburg,  Stark 
County,  Ohio,  in  the  early  pioneer  days,  the 
father  having  been  a native  of  Virginia  and  a 
representative  of  a family  there  founded  in  the 
colonial  period  of  our  national  history.  His 
wife  was  born  in  Pennsylvania,  and  there  their 
marriage  occurred.  From  Stark  County  they 
finally  removed  to  Carroll  County  and  estab- 
lished their  home  at  Carrollton,  where  they 
passed  the  remainder  of  their  lives.  Thomas 
Poole  was  a molder  by  trade,  and  while  the 
War  of  1812  was  In  progress  he  was  detailed 
by  the  Government  to  service  in  the  manufac- 
turing of  cannon  balls  near  Lisbon,  Columbiana 
County.  The  cannon  balls  which  he  thus  molded 
were  In  part  transported  overland  to  Lake  Erie, 
and  were  used  by  Commodore  Perry  In  his 
naval  operations  on  that  inland  sea.  Mr.  Poole 
was  a democrat  in  politics,  and  his  wife  was 
a communicant  of  the  Lutheran  Church. 

Andrew  J.  Poole  was  a child  at  the  time  of 
the  family  removal  to  Carrollton,  where  he 
received  his  early  education  In  the  common 
schools  of  the  period  and  where  he  learned  the 
molder’s  trade  under  the  effective  direction  of 
his  father.  He  continued  to  follow  his  trade 
during  the  major  part  of  his  active  career  and 
continued  to  maintain  his  home  at  Carrollton 
until  his  death,  which  occurred  when  he  was 
about  sixty  years  of  age,  his  venerable  widow 
now  having  a home  with  their  only  surviving 
child,  Samuel,  subject  of  this  sketch,  the  other 
two  children  having  died  in  Infancy.  Mr.  Poole 
cast  his  first  presidential  vote  for  Stephen  A. 
Douglas,  and  thereafter  he  transferred  his  al- 
legiance to  the  republican  party,  in  the  ranks 
of  which  he  continued  to  be  staunchly  aligned 
during  the  remainder  of  his  life.  He  held  mem- 
bership In  the  Reformed  Church,  as  does  also 
his  widow. 

Samuel  Poole  continued  his  studies  in  the 
public  schools  of  Carrollton  until  his  graduation 
from  the  high  school,  and  thereafter  he  was 
for  a short  time  engaged  in  teaching  in  the 
district  schools.  Then  he  found  employment  In 
the  hardware  store  of  Andrey  J.  Stoody,  of 
Carrollton,  where  he  also  learned  the  tinner’s 
trade.  Later  he  served  effectively  as  a clerk 
in  the  offices  of  the  county  auditor  and  coVmty 
treasurer,  and  in  this  service  he  continued  until 
1907,  when  he  entered  into  partnership  with 
Charles  McLaughlin  and  engaged  in  the  hard- 
ware business  under  the  firm  name  of  Poole  & 
McLaughlin.  The  firm  has  a large  and  well 
appointed  store  in  which  is  to  be  found  a com- 
plete stock  of  heavy  and  shelf  hardware,  stoves, 
ranges,  etc.,  and  a well  equipped  tin  shop  is 
maintained  In  the  establishment,  with  facilities 
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for  producing  the  best  kind  of  tinware,  as  well 
as  the  handling  of  job  work  in  metals.  The 
partners  are  vigorous  and  progressive  business 
men  and  their  enterprise  has  been  distinctively 
successful  under  their  able  management 

Though  never  a seeker  of  political  preferment 
Mr.  Poole  gives  a loyal  allegiance  to  the  repub- 
lican party,  and  he  is  affiliated  with  the  Masonic 
fraternity,  including  the  commandery  of  Knights 
Templar  in  the  City  of  Canton,  Stark  County, 
and  the  Consistory  of  the  Ancient  Accepted 
Scottish  Rite  in  the  City  of  Cleveland,  where 
he  also  holds  membership  in  the  Temple  of  the 
Mystic  Shrine.  He  is  affiliated  also  with  the 
Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows. 

In  the  year  1912  was  recorded  the  marriage 
of  Mr.  Poole  to  Miss  Cree  Butler,  a daughter 
of  Joseph  Butler,  of  whom  specific  mention  is 
made  on  other  pages  of  this  work.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Poole  have  no  children. 

James  Murray.  In  his  youth  this  sterling 
citizen,  who  is  now  living  retired  at  Minerva, 
was  admirably  equipped  for  the  battle  of  life, 
as  he  was  possessed  not  only  of  an  alert 
mentality  but  also  of  splendid  physical  powers, 
and  it  was  given  him  to  achieve  substantial 
success  as  a vigorous  representative  of  farm 
industry  in  Carroll  County,  where  he  continued 
his  activities  as  an  agriculturist  and  stock- 
grower  until  1902.  He  then  removed  from  his 
farm  to  Minerva,  where  he  has  served  two  terms 
as  mayor  and  been  otherwise  influential  in  civic 
affairs. 

Mr.  Murray  was  bom  in  Columbiana  County, 
Ohio,  on  the  16th  of  September,  1840,  and  is  a 
son  of  James  and  Sarah  (Washburn)  Murray, 
the  former  of  whom  was  bom  in  County  Done- 
gal, Ireland,  in  1800,  and  the  latter  was  bora 
in  Bucks  County,  Pennsylvania,  in  1803.  James 
Murray,  Sr.,  was  a youth  of  sixteen  years  when 
he  left  the  Emerald  Isle  and  came  to  America, 
and  after  remaining  for  a time  in  New  Jersey 
he  established  his  residence  at  Pottsville,  Penn- 
sylvania, in  which  state  his  marriage  was  solem- 
nized and  In  which  he  continued  his  residence 
until  the  later  ’30s,  when  he  came  with  his 
family  to  Ohio  and  engaged  in  farming  in 
Columbiana  County.  There  he  remained  until 
1849,  when  he  removed  to  Carroll  County  and 
purchased  a partially  improved  farm  in  Brown 
Township,  near  Minerva.  He  became  one  of 
the  substantial  farmers  and  highly  esteemed 
citizens  of  that  township,  where  he  continued 
to  reside  until  his  death  in  1856,  when  fifty-six 
years  of  age.  His  widow  survived  him  by 
nearly  two  score  years,  attained  to  the  remark- 
able age  of  ninety  years  and  remained  on  the 
old  home  farm  until  her  death,  which  occurred 
In  January,  1893,  both  having  been  earnest 
communicants  of  the  Catholic  Church.  Of  the 
children  the  firstborn  was  Margaret,  who  died 
at  the  age  of  three  years;  and  those  who 
attained  to  adult  age  are  here  named  in  re- 
spective order  of  birth — Mary  Ann,  Elizabeth, 
Charles,  Frank,  Sarah  Jane,  James  and  John. 

He  whose  name  initiates  this  review  was 
nine  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  the  family 
removal  to  Carroll  County,  where  he  was  reared 
on  the  old  home  farm,  the  while  he  profited 


duly  by  the  advantages  afforded  in  the  local 
schools  of  the  period.  After  the  death  of  his 
father  he  remained  with  his  widowed  mother 
on  the  old  homestead,  of  which  he  eventually 
became  the  owner,  and  at  the  time  of  his  retire- 
ment from  farm  enterprise,  after  many  years 
of  successful  activity,  his  landed  estate  com- 
prised 132  acres — a property  which  he  still 
owns  and  which  is  one  of  the  valuable  farms  of 
Brown  Township. 

At  Minerva,  a thriving  little  city  situated 
about  one-half  mile  distant  from  his  farm, 
but  in  Stark  County,  Mr.  Murray  has  an 
attractive  home,  and  he  has  been  one  of  the 
liberal  and  progressive  citizens  of  this  place, 
where,  as  previously  stated,  he  iserved  two 
terms  as  mayor  and  where  he  was  a member 
of  the  Board  of  Education  for  nine  years, — 1884- 
1893.  In  1886  he  was  elected  county  commis- 
sioner of  Carroll  County  and  served  three  years. 
Mr.  Murray  is  a staunch  advocate  and  sup- 
porter of  the  principles  of  the  democratic  party, 
and  in  his  religious  views  is  Catholic.  He  has 
remained  a bachelor,# but  his  venerable  mother 
presided  graciously  over  their  rural  home  on  the 
old  farm  until  the  time  of  her  death  and  re- 
ceived from  him  the  utmost  filial  devotion. 

Wesley  Browning  Hearn.  The  late  Wesley 
B.  Hearn,  long  an  able  editor  and  leading  citizen 
of  Cadiz,  was  bora  on  a farm  in  Jefferson 
County,  Ohio,  on  October  6,  1840,  and  died  at 
his  home  in  Cadiz  April  29,  1915. 

The  Hearn'family,  which  has  been  in  America 
since  1765,  is  of  English-Scotch  stock.  Lancelot, 
father  of  Wesley  B.,  was  born  in  Baltimore  In 
1794,  and  came  to  eastern  Ohio  in  1815.  He 
was  a farmer  and  miller,  and  at  one  time  was 
a manufacturer  of  woolens.  He  married  Bar- 
bara Sutherland  Urquhart,  a daughter  of 
Alexander  and  Frances  (Tucker)  Urquhart. 
She  was  born  in  Charleston,  West  Virginia,  then 
Old  Virginia,  and  came  with  her  parents  to 
Harrison  County  in  1813,  the  family  locating 
south  of  Cadiz.  Alexander  Urquhart  was  a 
Scotchman  and  served  as  a soldier  in  the  Revo- 
lutionary war. 

Wesley  B.  Hearn  was  a boy  of  nine  years 
when  his  parents  removed  to  Cadiz.  He 
attended  the  common  schools  and  when  a boy 
entered  the  office  of  the  Cadiz  Sentinel  as 
“printer’s  devil.”  Later  he  went  to  work  as  a 
printer  in  the  office  of  the  Cadiz  Republican, 
with  which  paper  he  was  to  be  associated  prac- 
tically all  the  rest  of  his  life.  For  a time  he 
was  employed  as  compositor  by  a Boston  Pub- 
lishing House  and  for  a time  he  was  a school 
teacher,  but  with  those  exceptions  he  was 
associated  with  the  Republican,  and  for  pver 
forty  years  was  its  publisher  and  owner,  he 
having  purchased  the  paper  In  April,  1869.  As 
an  editor  Mr.  Hearn  was  forceful,  aggressive 
and  progressive,  and  his  editorial  writings  were 
an  inspiration  to  his  readers.  Thus  his  in- 
fluence was  strong  and.  far-reaching,  and  as  he 
was  always  on  the  right  side  of  all  momentous 
questions  of  the  day  his  prticles  did  much  to 
mould  public  opinion  and  incline  It  towards 
what  was  right  and  good  for  the  community. 
He  was  an  anti-saloon  man,  and  through  his 
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paper  be  fought  the  battles  of  the  crusaders 
through  all  the  years  of  the  fight  on  liquor 
waged  by  its  enemies  during  the  years  follow- 
ing the  Civil  war.  And  while  he  was  what  was 
termed  a “hard-hitter”  in  his  editorials,  yet  he 
was  fair,  honest  and  conscientious  in  his  writ- 
ings and  always  held  at  least  the  respect  of 
those  with  whom  he  associated  through  his 
paper.  He  was  a just  man  and  wrote  from  an 
unbiased  point  of  view,  and  never  descended 
to  personalities.  He  assailed  the  principle  at 
issue  rather  than  the  men  who  supported  the 
principle.  Thus  Mr.  Hearn  came  to  be  regarded 
as  one  of  the  really  able  editors  of  eastern 
Ohio,  if  not  of  the  entire  state. 

Mr.  Hearn  was  also  active  in  civic  and  public 
alTairs  generally.  He  served  as  a member  of 
the  County  Board  of  School  Examiners  for  a 
time,  served  as  a member  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Cadiz  Public  Library,  and  in 
1889  he  was  elected  a member  of  the  Sixty-ninth 
General  Assembly,  serving  during  the  session  of 
1890-91. 

Mr.  Hearn  was  a devout  member  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and  for  years  sang 
in  the  choir  of  that  church.  He  was  deeply 
interested  in  Sunday  school  work  and  served 
as  teacher  and  as  superintendent  of  the  Sunday 
school.  His  entire  life  was  atune  to  church 
work  and  its  kindred  interests.  He  was 
charitable,  benevolent  and  ready  at  all  times 
to  do  all  In  his  power  to  promote  the  church 
and  the  welfare  of  the  entire  community. 

Mr.  Hearn  was  always  a student,  and  he 
collected  one  of  the  finest  private  libraries  to 
be  found  in  this  section,  and  in  this  library  and 
in  his  home  he  found  his  greatest  pleasures 
and  comforts. 

Mr.  Hearn  was  an  able  editor,  a staunch 
church  man  and  a good  citizen.  He  was  en- 
dowed with  a kindly  nature,  a love  for.  all 
humanity  and  a great  desire  to  assist  his  fellow 
creatures.  He  was  a noble  man  and  a good 
American. 

On  July  30,  1868,  Mr.  Hearn  was  united  in 
marriage  with  Miss  Jennie  C.  Beall,  daughter 
of  Dr.  John  C.  and  Agnes  Tate  (Vincent)  Beall. 
To  their  marriage  was  born  one  daughter, 
Emma  Beall  Hearn,  who  married  John  N.  Car- 
nahan, of  an  old  Cadiz  family,  and  now  super- 
intendent of  a silver  mining  company  in 
Mexico.  He  and  his  wife  make  their  residence 
at  Monterey,  Mexico. 

Dr.  John  Beall,  father  of  Mrs.  Hearn,  was 
born  in  Belmont  County,  Ohio,  in  1809,  the  son 
of  James  and  #Jane  (Baird)  Beall,  who  came 
from  Virginia.  He  was  of  Scotch  Presbyterian 
stock,  his  American  ancestor,  Ninnian . Beall, 
having  come  over  from  Edinboro  in  1636  and 
settled  first  at  Annapolis,  Maryland.  Doctor 
Beall  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  and 
at  Franklin  College.  He  conducted  a drug  store 
and  a book  store  in  Cadiz  for  many  years.  He 
served  as  postmaster  at  Cadiz  during  the  ad- 
ministration of  President  James  K.  Polk.  He 
was  twice  married,  his  first  marriage  being 
with  Sarah  Heald,  who  bore  him  two  children, 
Amanda  and  William.  His  second  marriage 
was  with  Agnes  Tate  Vincent,  who  was  born 
at  Beech  Springs,  Harrison  County,  the  daugh- 


ter of  Thomas  C.  and  Jane  (McCurdy)  Vincent 
To  the  second  marriage  of  Doctor  Beall  the 
following  children  were  born:  Jennie  C.,  Mra 
Hearn,  Mary  I.,  Albert,  deceased,  Ida  F.,  Laura 
A.,  Emma  B.,  Anna  B.  and  John  A. 

Thomas  C.  Vincent  and  his  wife,  Jane 
McCurdy,  were  Harrison  County  pioneers.  The 
Vincent  family  is  of  French  Huguenot  stock. 
The  family  fled  from  France  upon  the  Revoca- 
tion of  the  Edict  of  Nantes,  going  to  Ireland 
and  then  to  the  United  States.  Thomas  C.  was 
ten  years  old  when  he  came  with  his  parents  to 
America,  and  was  a young  man  when  he  came 
to  Harrison  County,  locating  first  at  Beech 
Springs  and  later  in  Cadiz.  He  was  the  second 
man  elected  county  clerk,  and  later  he  was 
elected  to  the  Ohio  Legislature. 

Gen.  Thomas  McCurdy  Vincent,  son  of  Thomas 
C.,  was  graduated  from  West  Point  Military 
Academy  and  was  serving  as  professor  of  as- 
tronomy at  the  Academy  when  the  Civil  war 
came  on.  He  was  commissioned  brigadier  gen- 
eral and  was  at  the  first  battle  of  Bull  Run, 
where  his  horse  was  shot  under  him.  He 
was  recalled  to  Washington  by  Secretary 
Stanton,  and  during  the  remainder  of  the  war 
he  was  on  duty  at  the  War  Department  with 
Stanton.  To  him  was  given  the  demobilizing 
of  the  troops  after  the  war,  and  he  marched 
at  the  head  of  the  parade  at  the  Grand  Review 
in  Washington  City.  Like  Stanton,  he  was  a 
close  friend  of  President  Lincoln,  and  both  of 
them  were  with  the  President  during  his  last 
hours,  ministering  to  and  comforting  the  stricken 
man;  and  it  was  General  Vincent  who  closed 
the  eyes  of  the  dead  martyr  when  the  end  came. 

Samuel  H.  Giffen.  The  GIffen  family  Is  one 
of  the  old  and  respected  ones  of  Harrison 
County,  and  is  also  equally  well  known  In  Bel- 
mont and  surrounding  counties,  where  repre- 
sentatives of  the  name  are  displaying  the  bal- 
ance, stability  and  strength  of  character  which 
belong  to  the  best  regulated  men  and  women. 
One  of  those  bearing  the  name  with  dignity  and 
honor  is  Samuel  H.  Giffen,  a retired  merchant 
of  Harrisville.  He  was  born  near  Glencoe  Sta- 
tion, Belmont  County,  Ohio,  April  26,  1840,  a 
son  of  William  Giffen,  and  grandson  of  John 
Giffen. 

John  Giffen  came  from  Glasgow,  Scotland, 
where  he  was  born  In  1765,  with  his  parents  to 
the  United  States  in  1769  and  the  family  set- 
tled in  New  York  State,  but  later  moved  to  Ohio 
County  in  what  Is  now  West  Virginia.  There 
John  Giffen  was  married  to  Elizabeth  Morrison, 
born  in  Ohio  County,  West  Virginia,  a daughter 
of  Robert  Morrison.  They  became  the  parents 
of  the  following  children:  Robert,  Mary,  Will- 
iam, John,  Samuel,  Joseph,  Morrison,  Jane  Ann, 
Elizabeth  and  Sarah  Ann.  When  they  came  to 
America  the  Giffens  were  Co  venters,  but  later 
became  members  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church. 

William  Giffen  was  born  in  Ohio  County,  West 
Virginia,  in  1802,  and  died  In  1878.  In  1826  he 
was  married  to  Helen  Grayham,  born  In  Clays- 
ville,  Pennsylvania,  a daughter  of  James  and 
Mary  (Marshall)  Grayham.  The  children  born 
to  William  Giffen  and  his  wife  were  as  follows: 
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James  G.,  who  was  bora  In  1828;  John  M.,  who 
was  bora  in  1830;  Elizabeth,  who  was  born  in 
1832,  married  Elisha  Oxley;  Samuel  H.,  who 
was  bom  in  1840;  and  Margaret,  who  never 
married,  lives  in  Montana.  The  family  were 
strong  church  people,  very  religious  and  con- 
scientious members  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church.  With  the  exception  of  one  year  spent 
in  Iowa,  William  Giflfen  passed  his  life  in  Bel- 
mont County,  and  directed  his  efforts  to  farm- 
ing, becoming  a prosperous  man. 

Samuel  H.  Giffen  attended  the  district  schools 
of  Belmont  County  at  Cherry  Hill,  and  later 
was  given  the  advantages  of  a course  in  Cun- 
ningham's Academy  In  Belmont  County.  Ohio. 
When  he  was  seventeen  years  old  he  came  to 
Harrison  County,  and  during  the  fall  of  1858 
became  an  apprentice  in  his  uncle’s  general 
store  at  Harrisville.  His  contract  required  him 
to  serve  three  years,  and  during  that  period 
he  lost  but  seven  days,  which  he  made  up.  In 
the  spring  of  1862  Mr.  Giffen  went  to  Wheeling, 
West  Virginia,  where  he  became  a member  of 
Harper  Brothers  Company,  dealers  at  wholesale 
In  hats,  caps  and  straw  goods,  and  maintained 
these  connections  until  1870,  when  he  dissolved 
them.  In  partnership  with  Charles  Cessna,  Mr. 
Giffen  established  the  wholesale  firm  In  connec- 
tion with  which  he  did  business  along  the  same 
lines  until  1873.  He  then  left  Wheeling  and 
went  to  Johnson  County,  Kansas,  and  conducted 
a grocery  for  a year,  but,  preferring  Ohio,  re- 
turned to  Harrisville  and  opened  a grocery,  later 
branching  out  as  a general  merchant.  After 
fifteen  years  In  mercantile  life  he  went  into 
the  manufacture  of  cigars  and  carried  that  on 
for  ten  years.  Although  he  has  transacted  busi- 
ness which  necessitated  his  being  at  Wheeling 
more  or  less  at  different  periods,  Harrisville 
has  continued  his  permanent  home  since  he  re- 
turned from  the  west,  and  his  interests  are  cen- 
tered here.  About  1919  Mr.  Giffen  retired,  and 
is  now  enjoying  the  comforts  his  industry  and 
good  business  management  have  secured  for  him. 
For  a period  of  twenty-one  years  he  served  as 
mayor  of  Harrisville,  and  he  has  also  held  every 
village  office,  the  people  having  such  confidence 
in  him  and  his  ability  that  they  have  been  eager 
to  thrust  responsibility  upon  him.  He  assisted 
in  making  West  Virginia  a commonwealth,  and 
he  served  two  years  in  the  West  Virginia  State 
Guards. 

On  August  26,  1859,  Mr.  Giffen  was  united  in 
marriage  with  Mary  J.  Bleakmore,  born  at  Har- 
risville, Ohio,  a daughter  of  George  W.  and 
Sarah  (Miller)  Bleakmore.  George  W.  Bleak- 
more  came  to  Harrisville  from  Moundsville, 
West  Virginia,  in  1834,  and  was  engaged  in  con- 
ducting a hotel  at  Harrisville  the  remainder  of 
his  life.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  George  W.  Bleakmore 
had  the  following  children : Marissa,  Mary 

Jane,  Sepharvaim,  Amanda,  Cecilia  and  An- 
geline.  The  children  born  to  the  first  marriage 
of  Samuel  H.  Giffen  were  as  follows:  William 

A.,  who  died  in  1888;  James  F.,  who  was  second 
In  order  of  birth;  Samuel  H.,  Jr.,  who  died  In 
1914;  Helen  Jane,  who  married  Robert  S.  Ball, 
lives  at  Great  Falls,  Montana ; Gussie  T.,  who 
married  Edwin  French,  became  a physician,  and 
she  is  engaged  in  practice  at  Detroit,  Michigan; 


John  B.,  who  is  a merchant  of  Harrisville;  and 
Anna  M..  who  married  Leonard  Burdick  and 
lives  at  Detroit,  Michigan.  Mrs.  Giffen  died  in 
1883.  On  December  31,  1891,  Mr.  Giffen  was 
married  to  Mrs.  Sarah  J.  Morgan,  widow  of 
George  Morgan,  and  a daughter  of  John  and 
Mary  (King)  Parterfleld.  By  her  marriage  with 
Mr.  Morgan  Mrs.  Giffen  had  six  children,  five  of 
whom  lived  to  reach  maturity,  namely:  Mary 
C.,  who  married  William  Watson;  Clara  Bell, 
who  married  George  Webster;  Anna  B.,  who 
married  Dr.  George  Furby;  Lola,  who  married 
Grafton  Stephens;  and  George  P.,  who  married 
Jeanette  Beck.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Giffen  belong  to 
the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  and  are  active 
in  its  good  work. 

John  B.  Giffen.  One  of  the  leading  business 
men  of  Harrisville  is  John  B.  Giffen,  who  for 
the  past  fifteen  years  has  been  conducting  one 
of  the  leading  mercantile  houses  and  restaurants 
of  this  part  of  the  county.  He  was  bora  at  Har- 
risville, October  26,  1875,  a son  of  Samuel  H. 
and  Mary  J.  (Bleakmore  ) Giffen,  grandson  of 
William  Giffen,  and  great-grandson  of  John 
Giffen. 

The  Giffen  family  originated  in  Glasgow,  Scot- 
land, where  John  Giffen  was  born  in  1765,  and 
when  he  was  four  years  old  his  parents  came 
to  America.  William  Giffen  was  bora  in  Ohio 
County,  West  Virginia,  to  which  locality  his 
father  had  moved  from  the  initial  settlement  in 
New  York  State,  and  he  went  on  westward  into 
Ohio,  locating  near  Glencoe  Station,  Belmont 
County,  Ohio,  where  his  son  Samuel  H.  Giffen 
was  born  in  1840. 

Leaving  the  home  of  his  father,  Samuel  H. 
Giffen  traveled  about  for  some  years,  living  at 
Harrisville,  Ohio,  Wheeling,  West  Virginia,  and 
Johnson  County,  Kansas,  and  then  settled  per- 
manently at  Harrisville,  where  he  is  now  living 
in  honorable  retirement.  In  the  preceding 
sketch  will  be  found  the  biography  of  Samuel 
H.  Giffen  and  his  first  wife,  the  mother  of  John 
B.  Giffen,  as  well  as  other  matters  of  family 
history.  Mrs.  Giffen  was  bora  at  Harrisville, 
Ohio,  a daughter  of  George  W.  Bleakmore. 

John  B.  Giffen  attended  the  public  schools  of 
Harrisville  and  In  1890  went  to  Wheeling,  West 
Virginia,  to  visit  relatives,  and  while  there  at- 
tended school.  He  was  also  employed  in  a 
music  store  of  that  city.  Going  to  Cleveland, 
Ohio,  in  search  of  a wider  field,  he  was  employed 
by  the  Kimball  Piano  Company  of  that  city  for 
two  years,  but  in  1897  returned  to  Harrisville, 
where  he  has  continued  to  live.  For  the  past 
fifteen  years  he  has  concentrated  his  efforts 
upon  making  his  store  and  restaurant  paying 
enterprises,  and  has  succeeded  In  an  admirable 
manner. 

On  April  14,  1904,  Mr.  Giffen  was  married  to 
Hattie  I.  Watson,  a daughter  of  J.  W.  and  Mary 
Catherine  (Morgan)  Watson.  Mrs.  Giffen  was 
a graduate  nurse,  having  taken  her  course  in 
the  Old  Wheeling  Hospital  at  Wheeling,  West 
Virginia.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Giffen  have  no  chil- 
dren. Although  brought  up  in  the  United  Pres- 
byterian Church,  Mr.  Giffen  does  not  belong  to 
it,  but  his  wife  does.  He  is  a member  of  Saint 
Clairsville  Lodge,  A.  F.  & A.  M.,  and  also  be- 
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longs  to  the  Knights  of  Pythias  of  Harrisville. 
In  addition  to  his  other  interests  Mr.  Glffen  is 
a director  of  the  Adena  Commercial  and  Sav- 
ings Bank  of  Adena,  Jefferson  County,  Ohio, 
and  in  every  line  he  Is  displaying  excellent  busi- 
ness ability,  and  discharging  the  duties  assigned 
to  him  in  a wholly  efficient  and  praiseworthy 
way. 

Jesse  C.  Ruff,  whose  effective  administration 
in  the  office  of  postmaster  marks  him  as  one  of 
the  leading  citizens  of  the  thriving  village  of 
Minerva,  was  born  in  West  Township,  Colum- 
biana County,  Ohio,  September  5,  1857,  and  in 
addition  to  receiving  the  advantages  of  the  pub- 
lic schools  of  his  native  county  his  ambition  to 
gain  a liberal  education  resulted  in  his  attending 
Mount  Union  College  in  the  years  1871  and  1872. 
At  the  age  of  seventeen  years  he  engaged  in 
teaching  in  the  district  schools,  and  he  continued 
successfully  to  follow  the  pedagogic  profession 
until  1886,  after  which  he  was  engaged  in  farm 
enterprise  for  six  years.  In  1892  he  became  as- 
sociated with  the  operation  of  a brick  yard  at 
Pekin,  Carroll  County,  and  with  this  enterprise 
he  continued  his  alliance  twenty  years.  For  the 
ensuing  three  years  he  was  employed  at  the 
warehouse  of  L.  Dennis  at  Minerva,  and  in  1916 
he  received  appointment  to  the  office  of  post- 
master of  this  village,  a position  in  which  he 
has  since  continued  to  give  most  effective  and 
popular  service,  besides  which  his  civic  loyalty 
has  been  further  shown  in  his  service  as  a mem- 
ber of  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  village, 
of  which  he  was  president  fofr  some  time.  He  is 
a staunch  advocate  of  the  principles  of  the  demo- 
cratic party  and  has  been  active  in  the  promo- 
tion of  its  cause,  both  he  and  his  wife  being 
members  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church. 

On  the  20th  of  March,  1881,  was  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  Mr.  Ruff  to  Miss  Mary  M. 
Harsh,  daughter  of  Isaac  and  Barbara  Harsh,  of 
Carroll  County,  and  a granddaughter  of  the  late 
Lewis  Harsh,  one  of  the  sterling  pioneers  of  this 
county.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ruff  have  been  bom 
seven  children:  Charles  resides  at  Malvern, 

this  county;  Homer,  who  is  a resident  of  the 
state  of  California,  married  Miss  Minnie  Henry, 
of  Malvern,  and  they  have  one  child,  Don; 
Wade,  who  resides  in  the  city  of  Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania,  married  Miss  Olive  Ruff,  and 
their  one  child  Is  a daughter,  Betty;  Mary  died 
at  the  age  of  sixteen  years;  Emma  is  the  wife 
of  Otto  Mount,  of  Cambridge,  Guernsey  County, 
and  they  have  one  son,  Dick  Wilson;  John  re- 
sides at  Minerva,  the  maiden  name  of  his  wife 
having  been  Cleo  Rue,  and  their  one  child  be- 
ing a fine  little  son,  John,  Jr.,  more  familiarly 
known  as  “Jack;”  and  Goldie  is  the  wife  of 
J.  D.  Herr,  of  Chicago,  Illinois. 

James  W.  Wilkin.  Among  the  well-known 
farmers  of  Freeport  Township,  Harrison  County, 
whose  industry,  energy  and  good  management 
have  placed  them  In  comfortable  circumstances 
and  gained  for  them  a reputable  standing  among 
their  townsmen  is  James  W.  Wilkin,  who  has 
successfully  pursued  his  vocation  on  his  present 
property  for  twelve  years.  Mr.  Wilkin  was 
bom  in  Belmont  County,  Ohio,  July  31,  1860,  a 
son  of  Thomas  and  Mary  (Griffin)  Wilkin. 


The  pioneer  of  this  branch  of  the  Wilkin  fam- 
ily in  Ohio  was  Archibald  Wilkin,  the  grand- 
father of  James  W.,  who  was  bora  in  Pennsyl- 
vania and  in  young  manhood  removed  to  Guern- 
sey County,  this  state,  where  he  followed  farm- 
ing during  the  remainder  of  his  life.  He  was 
the  father  of  the  following  children:  Andrew, 
William,  James,  Archibald,  Mary  Jane,  Cather- 
ine and  Rebecca.  Thomas  Wilkin  was  born  in 
Pennsylvania  and  as  a young  man  adopted  the 
pursuits  of  the  soil  for  his  life  work,  subse- 
quently following  farming  and  stock  raising  in 
Guernsey  and  Belmont  counties  during  the  re- 
mainder of  a long  and  honorable  career.  His 
death  occurred  in  1891.  Mr.  Wilkin  married 
Miss  Mary  Griffin,  who  was  born  in  Belmont 
County,  Ohio,  a daughter  of  James  and  Hannah 
Griffin,  natives  of  Ireland.  She  died  December 
9.  1920.  They  had  nine  children,  as  follows: 
Margaret;  Elizabeth,  who  died  as  a child;  Han- 
nah; Harriet;  Martha;  James  W. ; Thomas 
Henry;  John  A.,  who  died  as  a child;  and  Re- 
becca, deceased. 

James  W.  Wilkin  was  given  the  advantages* 
of  attendance  at  the  district  schools  of  Guern- 
sey County  and  resided  on  the  home  farm  untill 
his  marriage,  in  1891,  to  Miss  Lizzie  Bond,  a? 
daughter  of  Joshua  and  Susanna  ( Huffman)' 
Bond.  Following  their  marriage  Mr.  Wilkin? 
started  farming  in  Belmont  County,  where  he' 
remained  until  1906,  then  removing  to  Scior 
Ohio,  where  he  resided  for  four  months.  At 
that  time  he  made  his  advent  in  Harrison 
County,  which  has  since  been  his  home,  and 
during  the  past  twelve  years  has  lived  on  Us 
present  farm  of  160  acres  in  Freeport  Town- 
ship. He  carries  on  general  farming  and  stock 
raising,  and  his  labors  have  been  attended  with 
gratifying  success,  he  being  Justly  accounted  one 
of  the  substantial  men  of  his  section.  As  a citi- 
zen he  has  given  his  moral  and  material  support 
to  worthy  measures,  and  while  he  has  never 
sought  office  or  public  honors  has  endeavored  to 
assist  in  the  securing  of  good  officials  and  proper 
legislation.  Mrs.  Wilkin  is  a member  of  the 
Methodist  Church.  They  have  no  children. 

Thomas  Henry  Wilkin,  a brother  of  James  W. 
Wilkin,  was  born  in  Guernsey  County,  Ohio, 
January  15,  1864,  and  received  his  education  in 
the  public  schools  in  the  vicinity  of  the  home 
farm.  As  a young  man  he  started  farming  in 
his  native  county,  where  he  became  the  owner 
of  160  acres,  but  in  1906  disposed  of  his  hold- 
ings and  moved  to  his  present  farm  in  Moore- 
fleld  Township,  Harrison  County,  where  he 
owns  a valuable  and  productive  property,  con- 
sisting of  ninety-three  acres.*  He  does  general 
farming  and  stock  raising,  in  which  he  has 
achieved  success,  and  since  his  arrival  has  made 
numerous  improvements,  including  the  building 
of  a new  barn.  In  1895  Mr.  Wilkin  married 
Iona  Campbell,  daughter  of  Samuel  and  Eliza- 
beth (Donley)  Campbell,  and  four  children  were 
born  to  this  union : Dorothy  Blanche,  who  mar- 
ried Worthy  Milliken  and  has  one  son,  Harry 
Raymond;  an  infant  who  died  unnamed;  and 
Freda  May  and  Ralph  Raymond,  who  reside 
with  their  parents.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wilkin  are 
consistent  members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  at  Piedmont. 
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David  A.  Kean.  In  ascribing  the  distinction 
of  pioneer  ancestry  to  citizens  of  the  present 
generation  in  Carroll  County  more  than  ordi- 
nary prestige  must  be  accorded  to  David  Addi- 
son Keanf  who  is  a native  of  Lee  Township,  this 
county,  and  who  is  one  of  the  progressive  farm- 
ers of  this  township.  The  original  representa- 
tive of  the  Kean  family  in  this  section  of  the 
Buckeye  State  was  John  Kean,  who  was  born 
and  reared  in  Ireland  and  who  received  a liberal 
education.  After  his  marriage  he  served  about 
three  years  in  the  English  army,  his  repugnance 
to  this  enforced  military  service  finally  resulting 
in  his  deserting  from  the  ranks  and  making  his 
way  to  the  United  States,  he  having  first  located 
in  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania,  where  he 
engaged  in  teaching  school.  In  1814  his  wife 
joined  him  in  this  country,  and  soon  afterward 
they  came  to  Ohio  and  established  their  resi- 
dence at  Salem,  Jefferson  County.  There  they 
remained  but  a short  time,  and  they  then  came 
to  what  Is  now  Washington  Township,  Carroll 
County,  where  Mr.  Kean  took  up  a tract  of  wild 
land  and  Instituted  the  reclamation  of  a farm, 
besides  which  he  became  one  of  the  first  school 
teachers  within  the  limits  of  the  county  as  now 
constituted.  After  here  remaining  several  years 
he  returned  to  Jefferson  County  and  located 
near  Bergholtz,  where  he  passed  the  remainder 
of  his  life.  Both  he  and  his  wife  were  of  vener- 
able age  at  the  time  of  their  deaths.  They  be- 
came the  parents  of  the  following  children: 
Mrs.  Jane  Kelly,  Mrs.  Rosanna  Sweany,  John, 
Mrs.  Mary  A.  Miller,  Francis,  Mrs.  Isabella  Ful- 
ton, Mrs.  Matilda  Wallace,  Daniel  and  William. 
'Of  the  above  named  children  John  was  the 
grandfather  of  him  whose  name  initiates  this 
review. 

David  Addison  Kean  was  bom  in  Lee  Town- 
ship, Carroll  County,  on  the  28th  of  July,  1870, 
and  is  a son  of  Francis  and  Sarah  (Hunter) 
Kean,  the  former  a native  of  Jefferson  County, 
this  state,  and  the  latter  of  Washington  County, 
Pennsylvania,  whence  her  parents,  John  and 
Christiana  (George)  Hunter,  came  to  Ohio  in 
the  pioneer  days.  Francis  Kean  was  reared  and 
educated  In  this  section  of  the  Buckeye  State 
and  after  his  marriage  he  settled  in  Lee  Town- 
ship, Carroll  County,  where  he  continued  as  one 
of  the  substantial  citizens  and  representative 
farmers  of  the  county  until  his  death,  on  the 
18th  of  March,  1800.  The  family  name  of  his 
first  wife  was  Hoobler,  and  of  this  union  were 
bora  eleven  children.  After  the  death  of  his 
first  wife  he  married  Miss  Sarah  Hunter,  and 
they  became  the  parents  of  two  sons  and  five 
daughters.  Mrs. .Kean  survived  her  husband 
fourteen  years  and  entered  into  eternal  rest  on 
the  9th  of  May,  1904,  both  having  been  earnest 
members  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church. 

David  A.  Kean  remained  on  the  old  home 
farm  until  the  death  of  his  father,  and  in  the 
meanwhile  he  had  profited  by  the  advantages 
offered  in  the  Pleasant  Hill  district  school, 
which  he  continued  to  attend  at  intervals  until 
he  was  eighteen  years  of  age.  After  the  death 
of  his  father  he  assumed  active  management  of 
the  old  home  farm,  and  here  he  continued  to 
care  for  his  widowed  mother  with  deep  filial 
devotion  until  she  too  passed  away.  He  then 


came  into  possession  of  about  ninety-two  acres 
of  the  original  farm  of  his  father,  in  section  4, 
Lee  Township,  and  there  he  continued  his  resi- 
dence until  July,  1919,  when  he  sold  the  prop- 
erty and  purchased  his  present  well  Improved 
farm  of  150  acres  in  the  northwest  corner  of 
Lee  Township.  Here  he  has  a splendid  field  for 
his  vigorous  and  progressive  activities  as  an 
agriculturist  and  stock-grower,  and  in  all  of  the 
relations  of  life  he  is  well  upholding  the  pres- 
tige of  the  honored  family  name.  In  addition  to 
the  home  place  he  owns  also  another  farm  of 
160  acres,  this  being  likewise  in  Lee  Township 
and  being  used  largely  for  pasturage  and  the 
raising  of  fodder  crops.  Mr.  Kean  gives  special 
attention  to  the  raising  of  cattle,  sheep  and 
swine,  and  in  this  department  of  farm  enterprise 
his  operations  are  carried  on  upon  a somewhat 
extensive  scale.  His  home  farm  was  owned  in 
the  pioneer  days  by  a man  named  Wolf,  who 
here  maintained  an  old-time  tavern  and  stage 
coach  station  for  the  accommodation  of  travel- 
ers passing  along  the  road  between  Steubenville 
and  Canton,  the  farm  being  about  midway  be- 
tween these  no  attractive  cities.  In  the  old 
Wolf  Tavern  were  held  pioneer  court  proceed- 
ings, and  It  was  the  stage  also  of  public  meet- 
ings of  both  political  and  social  order. 

Mr.  Kean  is  a staunch  supporter  of  the  cause 
of  the  republican  party,  Is  aflaiiated  with  the 
Carrollton  camp  of  the  Modern  Woodmen  of 
America,  and  he  and  his  wife  hold  membership 
in  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  at  Carroll- 
ton, In  which  he  is  serving  as  an  elder. 

On  the  14th  of  November,  1901,  was  solem- 
nized the  marriage  of  Mr.  Kean  to  Miss  Anna 
Allmon,  who  was  bora  and  reared  in  Fox  Town- 
ship, this  county,  a daughter  of  John  and  Lydia 
(Dennis)  Allmon,  and  a granddaughter  of  Pres- 
ton and  Elizabeth  (Woods)  Allmon,  who  were 
early  settlers  in  Jefferson  County.  The  maternal 
grandparents  of  Mrs.  Kean  were  John  W.  and 
Rebecca  (Hart)  Dennis,  natives  respectively  of 
Pennsylvania  and  of  Carroll  County,  Ohio.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Kean  have  four  children:  Mary  B., 
John  F.,  David  R.  and  Martha  Lydia. 

Emmett  Thompson.  There  are  families  who 
continue  through  succeeding  generations  in  one 
community,  and  Emmett  Thompson,  of  Cadiz 
Township,  was  bora  March  6,  1857,  on  the  same 
farmstead  where  his  father  before  him,  Joseph 
L.  Thompson,  was  born  February  16,  1826. 
Thomas  Thompson  came  to  Cadiz  Township  in 
1816,  and  for  more  than  a century  the  Thomp- 
son family  has  gone  in  and  out  in  the  com- 
munity. 

In  1849,  Joseph  L.  Thompson  married  Mary 
Conoway.  She  was  bora  February  28,  1831,  in 
Archer  Township.  She  was  a daughter  of  Charles 
and  Frances  (Arnold)  Conoway.  Her  father 
was  one  of  the  pioneer  farmers  of  Archer  Town- 
ship. In  1868  he  removed  to  Richland  County. 
The  Conoway  children  are:  Benjamin,  John, 
Michael.  Charles,  Enoch,  Sophia,  Elizabeth,  Mary 
(Mrs.  Thompson),  Rachel,  Susan  and  Jane. 
Michael  and  Enoch  were  Civil  war  soldiers, 
Enoch  being  killed  at  the  battle  of  Pittsburg 
Landing.  The  Thompsons  and  Conoways  were 
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all  Methodists,  and  are  cited  as  exemplary  Chris- 
tian citizens. 

Reverting  to  the  Thompson  lineage,  Thomas 
Thompson,  who  planted  the  family  tree  in  Har- 
rison County,  was  bom,  September  8,  1779, 
within  the  Revolutionary  war  period.  He  was 
ten  years  old  when  George  Washington  became 
president  of  the  United  States.  On  May  3,  1804, 
he  married  Mary  Weston,  of  Huntington  County, 
Pennsylvania.  When  they  came  to  Cadiz  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County,  they  located  on  a farm- 
stead, where  they  lived  the  remainder  of  their 
days.  He  died  there  January  17,  1875.  The 
children  in  the  pioneer  Thompson  family  are: 
Nancy,  bora  September  25,  1806;  John,  August 
13,  1808;  Sarah,  October  19,  1811 ; Thomas,  June 
20,  1814;  Mary,  February  9,  1817;  Catharine, 
June  22,  1819;  Elijah,  December  4,  1821;  Joseph, 
February  16,  1826,  and  Rachel,  June  28,  1828. 
The  early  Thompsons  were  Methodists. 

Joseph  L.  Thompson  was  born,  lived  and  died 
where  the  son  Emmett  Thompson  was  bora. 
After  the  death  of  his  father,  Thomas  Thomp- 
son, he  bought  the  homestead  of  180  acres  and 
spent  all  of  his  life  there.  The  children  in  his 
family  are:  Elosia,  wife  of  Emery  Birney; 

Rachel,  deceased;  Emmett,  the  subject  of  this 
review;  Jennie,  widow  of  Oscar  Sparrow;  Ju- 
nletta,  who  died  in  infancy;  Mary,  wife  of  Jo- 
seph B.  Dunlap;  and  Eleanor,  wife  of  Frank 
Drum.  The  mother  died  June  9,  1907,  and  the 
father  died  January  25,  1908 — less  than  one 
year  later. 

There  has  been  a genealogist  abroad  in  the 
early  Thompson  family  records,  the  family  an- 
nals showing  that  the  great-grandfather  of  Em- 
mett Thompson,  the  line  coming  down  through 
Joseph  from  Thomas  back  to  Thomas  Thomp- 
son, was  bora  December  7,  1744,  in  Center 
County,  Pennsylvania,  and  that  on  August  23, 
1768,  he  married  Eleanor  Lindsay  who  was 
born  May  4,  1747.  The  Thompsons  of  that  day 
and  generation  were:  William,  bora  April  1, 

1769;  Thomas,  who  died  in  infancy;  Elizabeth. 
April  26,  1773;  Abraham,  December  6,  1775; 
John,  bora  February  6,  1777;  Thomas  already 
mentioned,  bora  September  8,  1779.  the  child 
having  the  name  given  the  second  son  who  died, 
this  one  founding  the  family  history  in  Harrison 
County;  Isaiah,  bora  August  25.  1781;  Amos, 
October  20,  1783;  Nathan,  July  8,  1785;  Mary, 
September  6,  1787;  Jonathan,  August  5,  1790, 
and  Joseph,  November  25,  1792.  The  entire 
Thompson  family  were  Methodists. 

Emmett  Thompson  who  looks  back  over  such 
a long  line  of  American  ancestry,  was  educated 
in  public  school  at  Cadiz.  He  always  farmed 
with  his  father  and  in  1888  he  bought  sixty 
acres  adjoining  the  family  homestead.  He  in- 
herited seventy  acres  and  now  owns  130  acres 
with  substantial  improvements  on  it.  On  Au- 
gust 30,  1888,  Mr.  Thompson  married  Abbie 
Busby.  She  is  a daughter  of  Martin  V.  and 
Melinda  (Hailey)  Busby.  Their  children  are: 
George  B.,  who  married  Erma  Cramblet,  and 
their  children  are  George  Lawrence,  Charles 
Edward  and  Helen  Marie;  Oscar  V.  married 
Marie  Lockhart  and  they  have  a son,  Robert; 
Clara  Is  a teacher  in  the  public  schools  at  Kent, 
Ohio;  Joseph  L.  married  Bessie  Stamm,  and 


their  children  are  Marlon  Virginia  and  Edith 
Naomi ; and  Martha  E.,  Eloisa  E.,  Mary  A.  and 
Emmett  L. 

As  a slight  resume,  the  Thompson  family  is 
Scotch  Irish,  the  emigrants  coming  from  Scot- 
land and  locating  in  Center  County,  Pennsyl- 
vania, in  the  eighteenth  century.  Few  families 
continue  longer  in  one  community  than  the 
Thompsons  of  Harrison  County.  It  is  written 
in  the  Bible  that  the*  places  that  know  us  now 
shall  soon  know  us  no  more  forever.  Few  other 
families  have  the  heritage  of  more  than  a cen- 
tury in  one  community,  the  land  titles  always 
remaining  in  the  same  name,  changed  only  by 
inheritance  from  father  to  son,  and  now  there 
are  Thompson  children  in  the  fifth  generation. 

James  W.  Newlin,  while  residing  in  Cadiz, 
judicial  center  of  Harrison  County,  where  for 
the  past  quarter  of  a century  he  has  been  en- 
gaged in  the  manufacturing  of  ice  cream  on  a 
modest  scale,  still  gives  his  active  supervision 
to  his  well  Improved  farm  of  seventy  acres  in 
Short  Creek  Township,  about  two  miles  distant 
from  Cadiz. 

Mr.  Newlin  was  bora  in  Jefferson  County, 
Ohio,  January  24,  1858,  and  is  a son  of  James 
P.  and  Elizabeth  (Cochran)  Newlin,  the  former 
of  whom  was  bora  in  Jefferson  County  in  De- 
cember, 1817,  and  the  latter  was  bora  in  Har- 
rison County,  a daughter  of  Martin  Cochran  and 
a representative  of  one  of  the  well-known  pio- 
neer families  of  this  county.  James  P.  Newlin 
became  a skilled  workman  at  the  carpenter’s 
trade,  to  which  he  gave  his  attention  during  the 
major  part  of  his  active  career,  in  the  meantime 
having  developed  an  appreciable  business  as  a 
contractor  and  builder.  He  continued  his  resi- 
dence in  his  native  county  for  many  years  and 
then  removed  to  Belmont  County,  where  his 
death  occurred  in  1881,  and  where  his  wife  died 
in  1873.  They  were  consistent  members  of  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church.  Of  their  children 
the  eldest  was  William  A.,  who  entered  the 
service  of  the  Union  at  the  beginning  of  the 
Civil  war  and  who  was  killed  while  participating 
in  the  historic  battle  of  the  Wilderness;  Mar- 
garet A.  became  the  wife  of  Samuel  Patterson, 
and  both  were  residents  of  Kansas  at  the  time 
of  their  deaths;  Martha  Jane  became  the  wife 
of  Rev.  D.  M.  Sleeth,  and  both  are  now  de- 
ceased; Emma,  the  wife  of  Charles  Balch,  died 
in  Kansas;  Elizabeth  became  the  wife  of  Rev. 
John  Giffen,  and  accompanied  him  to  Egypt, 
where  he  was  in  service  as  a missionary;  and 
James  W.,  of  this  review,  is  the  youngest  of 
the  number. 

James  W.  Newlin  gained  his  early  education 
In  the  public  schools  of  Belmont  County,  and 
later  attended  a high  school  in  West  Virginia 
for  two  years.  As  a young  man  he  initiated  his 
Independent  career  as  a farmer  in  Belmont 
County,  where  he  remained  until  1886,  when 
he  came  to  Harrison  County  and  engaged  in 
the  same  line  of  industrial  enterprise  in  Short 
Creek  Township,  where  he  still  retains  and 
manages  his  excellent  farm  of  seventy  acres, 
though  he  and  his  wife  have  maintained  their 
home  in  the  village  of  Cadiz  since  1905.  He  is 
a loyal  supporter  of  the  principles  of  the  repub- 
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lican  party,  and  he  and  his  wife  hold  member- 
ship in  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  at  Cadis. 

December  30,  1884,  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Newlin  to  Miss  Elizabeth  A.  Davis,  daugh- 
ter of  Alfred  and  Sarah  Davis,  of  Belmont 
County.  Mrs.  Newlin  passed  to  the  life  eternal 
in  1909,  and  of  their  three  children  two  are 
living:  Gertrude  M.  is  the  wife  of  Rev.  Wil- 
liam Brainard  Jamison,  a clergyman  of  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church,  and  they  are  in 
active  missionary  service  in  Egypt,  as  successful 
workers  in  that  ancient  land,  their  one  child 
being  a son,  Wallace  Newlin  Jamison ; Roy  died 
at  the  age  of  two  years ; and  Mary  is  an  official 
in  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  at 
LaCrosse,  Wisconsin.  In  July,  1911,  was  solem- 
nized the  marriage  of  Mr.  Newlin  to  Laura  May 
Holliday,  who  was  born  and  reared  in  Harrison 
County,  a daughter  of  Eldred  G.  and  Mary 
(Cunningham)  Holliday,  both  likewise  natives 
of  this  county  and  both  representatives  of  early 
pioneer  families  that  settled  in  this  section  of 
Ohio  more  than  a century  ago.  Eldred  G.  Hol- 
liday was  long  numbered  among  the  representa- 
tive farmers  of  his  native  county,  where  he  and 
his  wife  continued  to  reside  until  their  deaths, 
when  venerable  in  years,  their  children  having 
been  seven  in  number:  John  became  a distin- 
guished clergyman  of  the  Presbyterian  Church ; 
Robert  took  charge  of  the  old  home  farm  in  Har- 
rison County  upon  which  his  great-grandfather 
settled  in  the  early  pioneer  days;  George  like- 
wise became  a prosperous  exponent  of  farm  in- 
dustry in  this  county;  David  became  a leading 
member  of  the  bar  in  the  state  of  Kansas;  Rev. 
Thomas  E.,  a clergyman  of  the  United  Presby- 
terian Church,  went  as  a missionary  to  India; 
Laura  May,  wife  of  Mr.  Newlin  of  this  review, 
completed  her  education  in  the  college  at  Mon- 
mouth, Illinois,  and  is  an  active  participant  in 
the  work  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  at 
Cadiz ; and  Nancy  Bell,  the  youngest  of  the  chil- 
dren, is  Mrs.  Nancy  Wortman.  Mrs.  Newlin  is 
the  popular  chatelaine  of  the  attractive  home 
at  Cadiz  and  makes  it  a center  of  gracious  hos- 
pitality. 

J.  Osborn  Cope  is  the  owner  of  one  of  the 
well  improved  and  ably  managed  farm  proper- 
ties of  his  native  county,  104  acres  of  the  tract 
being  in  Cadiz  Township  and  seventy-three  acres 
in  Nottingham  Township,  with  the  dividing  line 
between  the  two  townships  thus  traversing  the 
farm.  He  is  a representative  of  one  of  the  old 
and  prominent  families  of  Harrison  County,  the 
lineage  being  traced  back  to  English  origin  and 
the  founder  of  the  family  in  America  having 
been  Oliver  Cope,  who  came  from  Wiltshire, 
England,  and  settled  in  Pennsylvania  in  1687. 
One  or  more  of  his  descendants  became  resi- 
dents of  Virginia,  and  it  was  from  that  state 
that  John  Cope  came  to  Ohio  in  1812,  and  after 
remaining  about  a year  in  Belmont  County 
came  to  the  present  Harrison  County,  where  the 
family^name  has  been  one  of  prominence  during 
the  long  intervening  period  of  more  than  a cen- 
tury. In  sketches  appearing  cm  other  pages  of 
this  work  will  be  found  adequate  data  concern- 
ing the  earlier  members  of  this  representative 
family  in  Harrison  County. 


J.  Osborn  Cope  was  born  in  Nottingham  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County,  October  1,  1876,  and  is 
a son  of  Jacob  and  Amanda  R.  (Rose)  Cope, 
both  likewise  natives  of  this  county,  the  former 
a son  of  Samuel  Cope,  who  was  a farmer  in 
Nottingham  Township,  and  the  latter  a daugh- 
ter of  Hugh  Rose,  another  sterling  pioneer  of 
the  county.  Jacob  Cope  was  for  a few  years 
a resident  of  Illinois,  but  all  of  the  remainder 
of  his  life  was  passed  in  his  native  township  of 
Nottingham,  where  he  was  a successful  farmer 
and  highly  honored  citizen  at  the  time  of  his 
death,  in  1897,  his  widow  still  maintaining  her 
home  in  this  county  and  being  a devoted  mem- 
ber of  the  Christian  Church,  in  which  he  like- 
wise held  membership.  Their  children  are 
seven  in  number — Ida  May,  Nancy  Emma,  J. 
Osborn,  Thomas  Blaine,  Lucy  Lucretla,  Walter 
Milo  and  Denver  Lyle. 

J.  Osborn  Cope  acquired  his  early  education 
in  the  public  schools  of  his  native  township  and 
was  also  afforded  advantages  for  the  cultiva- 
tion of  his  exceptional  musical  talent.  As  a 
young  man  he  devoted  six  years  to  the  success- 
ful teaching  of  music  in  the  public  schools  of 
Cadiz  and  Nottingham  townships,  and  since  1900 
he  has  resided  upon  and  given  his  close  atten- 
tion to  his  present  excellent  farm  which  is 
given  over  to  diversified  agriculture  and  the 
raising  of  live  stock,  with  preference  given  to 
sheep.  He  also  owns  fine  residential  property  in 
the  city  of  Cadiz.  A republican  in  politics,  Mr. 
Cope  has  been  influential  in  community  affairs, 
he  having  served  two  terms  as  trustee  of  Cadiz 
Township.  Mr.  Cope  is  a member  of  the  Chris- 
tian Church  and  Mrs.  Cope  is  a member  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

July  24,  1897,  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Cope  to  Miss  Ida  E.  Blair,  who  was  born  and 
reared  in  Harrison  County,  as  were  also  her 
parents,  Albert  and  Hannah  R.  (Hines)  Blair, 
whose  marriage  was  solemnized  June  4,  1871. 
Mr.  Blair  was  born  in  Cadiz  Township  in  1838, 
and  his  wife  in  Nottingham  Township  in  1843, 
she  being  a daughter  of  Abraham  and  Hannah 
(Carson)  Hines.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cope  became 
the  parents  of  three  children,  Alberta  Estelle, 
Dorothy  Beryl  and  Helen  Irene,  the  last  named 
having  died  in  infancy.  Albert  Blair,  a son  of 
William  and  Sarah  (Day)  Blair,  was  the  owner 
of  a farm  of  180  acres  in  Cadiz  Township,  and 
there  he  died  on  the  22d  of  March,  1882,  when 
still  a young  man.  His  widow  still  resides  in 
Harrison  County.  Of  their  children  Mrs.  Cope 
is  the  younger,  and  the  firstborn,  Mary  Me, 
died  in  early  childhood. 

Walter  C.  Toland  has  built  up  a prosperous 
business  as  a painter  and  paper-hanger  in  his 
native  village  of  Harrisville,  Harrison  County, 
where  he  also  gives  attention  to  expert  electric 
wiring  service.  He  was  bom  on  the  1st  of  Feb- 
ruary, 1871,  and  is  a son  of  Michael  H.  and 
Julia  Ann  (Dowdell)  Toland.  Michael  H.  To- 
land was  bom  in  Mount  Pleasant  Township, 
Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  a son  of  Hugh  and 
Mary  Toland,  his  father  having  been  a mill- 
wright by  trade  and  vocation  and  having  settled 
in  Jefferson  County  in  an  early  day.  He  was  a 
native  of  Ireland,  and  both  he  and  his  wife  con-

tinned  their  residence  in  Jefferson  County  until 
their  deaths.  In  his  youth  Michael  H.  Toland 
learned  the  shoemaker's  trade,  and  as  a skilled 
workman  he  engaged  successfully  in  the  work 
of  his  trade  at  Harrisvil1ey  Harrison  County, 
where  he  maintained  his  home  many  years,  com- 
manded unqualified  esteem  and  where  he  died  at 
the  age  of  seventy-three  yeara  His  wife  died  in 
1880.  He  held  membership  in  the  Union  Church 
of  Harrisville,  and  his  wife  held  to  the  faith  of 
the  Methodist  Protestant  Church.  Their  eight 
children  were:  Alfred  W.,  Catherine  A.,  Lind- 
ley  M.,  Edgar  Alien,  Walter  C.,  John,  Samuel 
and  Isabel.  John,  Samuel  and  Isabel  are  de- 
ceased. 

The  public  schools  of  Harrisville  afforded  Wal- 
ter C.  Toland  his  early  educational  advantages, 
and  at  the  age  of  seventeen  years  he  entered 
upon  an  apprenticeship  to  the  printer's  trade. 
The  first  year  found  him  in  service  in  the  office 
of  the  Ohio  Valley  News  at  Martin’s  Ferry,  Bel- 
mont County,  and  the  remaining  three  years  of 
his  apprenticeship  were  marked  by  his  connec- 
tion with  the  Martin’s  Ferry  Times,  beginning 
with  the  latter  paper  when  it  was  established. 
Thereafter  he  continued  in  the  work  of  his  trade 
about  one  year,  and  he  then  returned  to  Har- 
risville, where  he  has  since  maintained  his  home 
and  where  he  has  been  definitely  prospered  in 
his  chosen  business.  During  this  time  he  pub- 
lished a weekly  newspaper,  “The  Independent,’’ 
for  six  years.  He  is  a republican  in  politics  and 
he  and  his  wife  hold  membership  in  the  Metho- 
dist Episcopal  Church  in  their  home  village. 

March  30,  1897,  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Toland  to  Miss  Ada  Morris,  daughter  of  Samuel 
T.  and  Laura  (Hicks)  Morris,  and  the  one  child 
of  this  union  is  a son,  Donald  C. 

David  M.  Robb  was  one  of  the  representative 
farmers  and  highly  honored  citizens  of  Green 
Township,  Harrison  County,  at  the  time  of  his 
death.  May  23,  1916,  and  this  memorial  tribute 
to  a man  of  sterling  character  and  worthy 
achievement  is  accentuated  by  the  fact  that  he 
was  a native  son  of  Harrison  County,  his  par- 
ents, Joseph  and  Mary  (Porter)  Robb,  natives 
of  Ireland,  having  come  to  America  and  having 
established  their  residence  in  Green  Township, 
Harrison  County,  Ohio,  more  than  sixty  years 
ago.  It  was  about  the  year  1853  that  Joseph 
Robb  thus  engaged  in  farm  enterprise  in  Green 
Township,  where  he  continued  to  maintain  his 
home  until  his  death,  he  having  been  killed  in 
an  accident  while  driving  a pair  of  colts  in 
August,  1850,  and  his  wife  having  survived  him 
by  more  than  thirty  years.  She  was  born  in 
1815  and  passed  to  eternal  rest  April  3,  1893, 
both  having  been  earnest  members  of  the  Meth- 
odist Episcopal  Church.  Their  children  were 
nine  in  number:  Robert,  Samuel,  William,  Da- 
vid M.,  John,  Joseph,  James,  Craig  and  Mary. 

David  M.  Robb  was  born  in  Green  Township, 
Harrison  County,  May  3,  1852,  and  was  about 
seven  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  the  tragic 
death  of  his  father.  His  widowed  mother  re- 
mained on  the  home  farm,  and  there  he  was 
reared  to  adult  age,  his  educational  advantages 
having  been  those  afforded  in  the  district  schools 
of  his  native  township.  His  initial  activities  as 


an  independent  exponent  of  farm  Industry  were 
staged  in  Green  Township,  where  he  remained 
until  about  the  year  1871,  when  he  went  to  Iowa 
and  found  employment  at  farm  work  and  where 
he  also  became  associated  with  his  brothers 
Samuel  and  John  in  the  ownership  and  develop- 
ment of  a tract  of  land.  He  remained  in  the 
Hawkeye  State  three  years,  and  he  then  returned 
to  his  native  county  and  resumed  farm  opera- 
tions in  Green  Township.  About  1885  he  here 
purchased  eighty  acres  of  land,  to  which  he  later 
added  an  adjacent  tract  of  120  acres  and  thus 
became  the  owner  of  a valuable  farm  estate  of 
200  acres.  With  characteristic  energy  and  dis- 
crimination he  so  ordered  his  operations  as  to 
make  his  place  one  of  the  model  farms  of  his 
native  township,  the  same  having  been  devoted 
to  diversified  agriculture  and  the  raising  of  live 
stock.  During  the  last  forty  years  of  his  life 
he  controlled  also  a prosperous  business  in  the 
buying  and  shipping  of  cattle.  His  political 
support  was  given  to  the  democratic  party,  and 
he  was  a member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
as  are  also  his  widow  and  their  only  daughter. 
His  life  was  guided  and  governed  by  high  princi- 
ples and  ideals,  and  he  commanded  the  unquali- 
fied confidence  and  respect  of  his  fellow  men. 

On  the  20th  of  August,  1891,  was  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  Mr.  Robb  to  Miss  Martha  Eliza- 
beth Caldwell,  who  likewise  was  born  and 
reared  in  Green  Township,  and  after  his  death 
she  remained  on  the  old  home  farm  until  1917, 
when  she  sold  the  property  and  purchased  the 
old  Thompson  McFadden  farm  of  206  acres  in 
Cadiz  Township,  where  she  and  her  daughter, 
Mina  May,  the  only  child,  now  maintain  their 
home,  this  being  one  of  the  valuable  and  attrac- 
tive farm  estates  of  Harrison  County. 

Mrs.  Robb  is  a daughter  of  Ankrum  and  Elea- 
nor (Reed)  Caldwell,  whose  marriage  was  sol- 
emnized in  January,  1849,  and  both  of  whom 
were  natives  of  Harrison  County,  the  father 
having  been  born  in  Green  Township  July  23, 
1823,  and  the  mother  having  been  born  August 
22,  1828,  a daughter  of  Thomas  and  Nellie 
( Stone)  Reed,  pioneers  of  this  county.  Ankrum 
Caldwell  was  a son  of  John  Caldwell  and  his 
second  wife,  Sarah  (Reed)  Caldwell,  the  former 
of  whom  was  born  June  1,  1780,  in  Westmore- 
land County,  Pennsylvania*  and  the  latter  of 
whom  was  bom  in  March,  1797,  in  Harrison 
County,  Ohio,  her  father,  Robert  Reed  having 
been  one  of  the  very  early  settlers  of  this  county. 
John  Caldwell  learned  in  his  youth  the  trade 
of  blacksmith,  to  which  he  applied  himself  in 
the  old  Keystone  State  until  1808,  when  he  came 
to  what  is  now  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  and  set- 
tled in  the  midst  of  the  forest  in  Green  Town- 
ship. Here  he  erected  a rude  blacksmith  shop, 
in  which  he  applied  himself  vigorously,  besides 
which  he  cleared  and  reclaimed  a small  tract  of 
farm  land.  He  died  on  his  farm  near  Hopedale, 
this  county,  at  the  patriarchal  age  of  eighty- 
eight  years  and  honored  as  one  of  his  sterling 
pioneer  citizens  of  the  county.  His  widow  sur- 
vived him  and  died  February  16,  1871.  He  was 
a democrat  in  politics  and  served  in  various 
local  offices  of  public  trust,  including  those  of 
township  trustee,  county  commissioner  and  jus- 
tice of  the  peace,  in  which  last  mentioned  po- 
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gition  he  served  many  years.  Both  he  and  his 
wife  were  members  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church.  John  Caldwell  first  married  Miss  Eliza- 
beth Birney,  who  died  a few  years  later,  the 
only  child  of  this  union  having  been  Robert 
Reed  Caldwell,  who  was  a resident  of  Wood 
County,  this  state,  at  the  time  of  his  death, 
when  seventy-five  years  of  age.  Of  the  second 
marriage  were  born  ten  children:  Samuel  M., 
who  removed  to  Clarke  County  and  there  estab- 
lished his  home  and  is  now  deceased ; Elizabeth 
Ray,  deceased,  who  became  the  wife  of  James 
Davidson;  Ankrum,  father  of  Mrs.  Robb  of  this 
review;  William  H.,  deceased,  who  became  a 
prosperous  farmer  in  Cadiz  Township;  John, 
deceased,  who  removed  to  the  state  of  Kansas; 
Isaac  Shannon,  who  died  in  youth;  Martha  Mc- 
crea,  deceased,  became  the  wife  of  James  Eng- 
lish; James,  deceased,  established  his  home  at 
Fort  Wayne,  Indiana;  and  David  Hilbert  and 
Albert  Hamilton,  both  of  whom  became  resi- 
dents of  Guernsey  County,  Ohio,  and  both  are 
deceased.  Ankrum  Caldwell  passed  his  entire 
life  in  Green  Township,  where  he  became  a suc- 
cessful farmer  and  a man  of  prominence  and 
influence  in  community  affairs.  There  he  died 
on  the  8th  of  December,  1883,  and  his  venerable 
widow,  revered  by  all  who  knew  her,  passed 
away  January  18,  1900,  both  having  been  earnest 
members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  Of  their 
children  the  eldest  Is  Sarah,  wife  of  Smiley  Mc- 
Bride, of  Guernsey  County;  Martha  Elizabeth 
is  the  widow  of  the  subject  of  this  memoir ; John 
T.  is  a resident  of  the  state  of  Oregon;  and 
Miss  Ella  M.  resides  with  her  sister,  Mrs.  Robb. 

Since  the  death  of  her  honored  husband  Mrs. 
Robb  has  shown  marked  discrimination  and  abil- 
ity in  the  management  of  her  farm  and  business 
interests,  and  in  her  native  county  she  has  a 
1 wide  circle  of  loyal  and  valued  friends. 

Elmeb  Coulteb  is  found  aligned  with  the  ster- 
ling yeomen  who  are  upholding  the  precedence 
of  Harrison  County  in  the  d<main  of  farm  in- 
dustry and  is  one  of  the  representative  agricul- 
turists and  stock-growers  of  Short  Creek  Town- 
ship. 

Mr.  Coulter  was  born  in  Wheeling  Township, 
Belmont  County,  Ohio,  on  the  17th  of  Decem- 
ber, 1866,  and  is  a son  of  James  S.  and  Hannah 
A.  (Henderson)  Coulter,  both  likewise  natives 
of  the  county,  the  latter  having  been  a daugh- 
ter of  Alexander  and  Hannah  (Hawthorne) 
Henderson.  Alexander  Henderson  was  a young 
man  when  he  came  from  Pennsylvania  to  Bel- 
mont County,  Ohio,  where  he  continued  for 
many  years  to  be  successfully  engaged  in  farm 
industry,  the  last  five  years  of  his  life  having 
been  passed  at  Harrlsville,  Harrison  County. 
His  children  were  eight  in  number:  Andrew, 
William,  James  (captain  of  his  company  in  an 
Ohio  regiment  in  the  Civil  war),  Alexander  Y., 
Martha,  Mary  Jane,  Elizabeth  and  Hannah  A. 

James  S.  Coulter  was  born  In  Belmont  County 
in  the  year  1841  and  was  a son  of  Thomas  and 
Mary  Ann  (Sloan)  Coulter,  the  former  a native 
of  Ireland  and  the  latter  of  Belmont  County, 
Ohio,  where  her  parents  settled  in  the  early 
pioneer  days.  Thomas  Coulter  was  a child  at 
the  time  of  his  parents’  immigration  to  the 


United  States,  and  he  was  but  nine  years  of  age 
at  the  time  of  his  father’s  death.  He  was  in- 
dentured, or  “bound  out,"  to  a man  named 
Smith  in  Belmont  County  after  the  death  of  his 
father,  and  in  that  county  he  was  reared  to 
manhood.  There  he  continued  his  association 
with  farm  enterprise  until  1845,  when  he  came 
with  his  family  to  Harrison  County  and  settled 
in  Short  Creek  Township,  where  he  developed 
a productive  farm  and  where  he  and  his  wife 
passed  the  remainder  of  their  lives.  They  be- 
came the  parents  of  seven  children:  James  S., 
Sarah  Jane,  Robert,  Angeline,  John  R.,  Thomas 
and  Laura  Bell. 

James  S.  Coulter  was  about  four  years  old 
when  his  parents  came  from  Belmont  County  to 
Harrison  County,  and  he  was  reared  on  the  old 
home  farm  in  Short  Creek  Township.  After  his 
marriage  he  removed  to  Wheeling  Township, 
Belmont  County,  but  after  having  there  been 
engaged  in  farming  for  two  years  he  returned 
to  Harrison  County,  where  he  followed  the  same 
vocation  during  the  remainder  of  his  life,  his 
death  having  occurred  in  February*  1916,  and 
his  widow  having  passed  away  on  the  14th  of 
August,  1918.  In  1866  they  became  members  of 
the  United  Presbyterian  Church  at  Harrlsville, 
and  they  maintained  their  active  affiliation  with 
this  church  until  they  passed  from  the  stage  of 
life’s  mortal  endeavors.  Of  their  two  children 
Elmer,  of  this  review,  is  the  elder,  and  Miss 
Mary  B.  resides  in  the  village  of  Harrlsville. 

Elmer  Coulter  is  indebted  to  the  district 
schools  of  Short  Creek  Township  for  his  early 
education,  and  from  his  youth  to  the  present 
time  he  has  been  actively  identified  with  agri- 
cultural and  live-stock  enterprise  in  this  town- 
ship, where  he  is  the  owner  of  a well-improved 
farm  of  170  acres.  Upon  the  death  of  their 
parents  he  and  his  sister  inherited  the  old  home 
farm  of  145  acres,  and  this  property  they  sold 
in  1919.  Mr.  Coulter  is  vigorous  and  enterpris- 
ing in  both  the  agricultural  and  live-stock  de- 
partments of  farm  industry  and  is  one  of  the 
substantial  men  of  the  township  in  which  the 
major  part  of  his  life  has  thus  far  been  spent 
He  is  a republican  in  political  allegiance  and  he 
and  his  wife  are  zealous  members  of  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church  at  Harrlsville,  in  which  he 
has  served  as  trustee  and  also  as  an  elder. 

On  the  29th  of  October,  1902,  was  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  Mr.  Coulter  to  Miss  Anna  M. 
Ferguson,  daughter  of  James  P.  Ferguson,  of 
Belmont  County.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Coulter  have 
three  children,  whose  names  and  respective 
dates  of  birth  are  here  designated:  Alma 

Katherine,  November  17,  1903;  Thora  Eliza- 
beth, May  6,  1908;  and  Maryanna,  October  30, 
1913. 

Thomas  H.  Cunningham.  When  Harrison 
County  was  still  In  its  formative  period  there 
came  to  this  region  a physician,  Dr.  William 
Cunningham  by  name,  who  built  a house  in 
what  is  now  New  Rumley  and  entered  upon  the 
practice  of  his  profession.  His  skill  and  kindly 
sympathy  made  him  the  friend  of  all  with  whom 
he  was  brought  into  contact,  and  he  earned 
and  held  the  respect  and  confidence  of  the  peo- 
ple of  the  county.  With  his  location  here  the 
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family  of  Cunningham  was  established  in  Har- 
rison County,  and  his  descendants  have  lived 
up  to  the  standards  he  raised,  one  of  the  most 
representative  of  them  being  Thomas  H.  Cun- 
ningham, a farmer  of  Rumley  Township,  al- 
though he  lives  at  New  Rumley  in  the  same 
house  his  grandfather  built  so  many  years  ago. 
Doctor  Cunningham  continued  in  active  practice 
until  his  death,  and  for  some  years  after  he 
came  here  was  the  only  one  of  his  profession  in 
the  county.  His  wife’s  first  name  was  Nancy, 
and  they  had  the  following  children:  Thomas 

H.,  William,  John  and  George.  Both  Doctor 
Cunningham  and  his  wife  belonged  to  the  Meth- 
odist Episcopal  Church. 

Thomas  H.  Cunningham,  of  the  above  men- 
tioned family,  and  father  of  the  Thomas  H.  Cun- 
ningham, whose  name  heads  this  review,  was 
born  at  New  Rumley,  but  not  in  the  house 
erected  by  his  father.  When  old  enough  to  sup- 
port himself  he  became  a clerk  in  a store,  and 
in  time  owned  and  conducted  a store  of  his  own 
at  New  Rumley,  and  was  a merchant  of  the 
place  for  half  a century,  being  actively  engaged 
in  this  line  of  business  at  the  time  of  his  death 
in  1906.  He  was  married  to  Elisabeth  McGav- 
ran,  a daughter  of  Stephen  and  Julia  (Haines) 
McGavran.  Stephen  McGavran  came  from  Stark 
County,  Ohio,  where  Mrs.  Cunningham  was 
born,  to  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  and  located  in 
the  village  of  New  Rumley,  where  he  worked  as 
a carpenter  and  cabinetmaker.  In  the  early 
days  when  the  necessity  arose  for  a coffin  the 
cabinetmaker  would  be  called  upon  to  make  it, 
and  Stephen  McGavran  furnished  these  last  cov- 
erings for  many  of  the  early  settlers  who  passed 
away  after  his  advent  in  the  neighborhood.  He 
and  his  wife  had  two  children : John  and  Eliza- 
beth. The  children  born  to  the  elder  Thomas 
H.  Cunningham  and  wife  were:  John,  who  lives 
in  Kansas  City,  Missouri ; William  E.,  who  lives 
at  Scio,  Ohio ; Elsworth,  who  is  deceased ; George 
A.,  who  is  mentioned  further  on  in  this  article; 
Thomas  H.,  of  whom  we  write;  and  Myram, 
who  married  C.  W.  Got  shall. 

Thomas  H.  Cunningham,  the  younger,  was 
born  in  his  present  house  March  12,  1869.  He 
was  reared  at  New  Rumley,  where  he  has  spent 
his  life,  and  his  education  was  acquired  in  its 
schools.  From  the  beginning  of  his  career  he 
has  been  Interested  In  fur  buying  and  farming, 
and  now  owns  seventy  acres  of  land  in  Rumley 
Township. 

On  October  30,  1896,  Mr.  Cunningham  was 
married  to  Jennie  Graham,  a daughter  of  John 
and  Lydia  (Amos)  Graham.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cun- 
ningham have  two  sons,  Stephen  Merle  and 
Dwight. 

Stephen  Merle  Cunningham  is  one  of  the  vet- 
erans of  the  World  war,  having  entered  the  ser- 
vice in  September,  1918,  at  which  time  he  was 
sent  to  Oberlin,  Ohio,  and  was  beginning  his 
training  when  the  signing  of  the  Armistice  made 
it  unnecessary  for  any  further  sending  of  troops 
abroad,  and  he  was  discharged  December  28, 
1918.  He  was  graduated  from  the  Scio  Normal 
College,  and  is  now  engaged  in  teaching  school, 
being  principal  of  the  public  school  at  New  Rum- 
ley.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cunningham  are  members 


of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  at  New 
Rumley. 

George  A.  Cunningham,  a brother  of  Thomas 
H.  Cunningham,  is  another  solid  and  reliable 
member  of  the  Cunningham  family.  He  was 
born  at  New  Rumley  February  25,  1866,  and  at- 
tended its  public  schools.  When  he  reached 
young  manhood  he  learned  to  be  a painter  and 
paperhanger,  and  has  been  engaged  in  these 
lines  of  work  all  his  life.  He  has  made  New 
Rumley  his  place  of  residence,  but  oftentimes 
has  contracts  in  territory  outside  the  village. 

In  1891  George  A.  Cunningham  was  married 
to  Valeria  Shuss,  a daughter  of  John  and  Mary 
Jane  Shuss,  and  they  have  two  children,  namely : 
Ethel  Fay,  who  married  Robert  Montgomery, 
has  a daughter,  Eileen;  and  Nellie  May,  who 
married  William  Vanfossen,  and  has  a child, 
Lamoin.  George  A.  Cunningham  and  his  wife 
both  belong  to  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
of  New  Rumley,  In  which  he  has  been  a member 
since  reaching  man’s  estate,  and  he  has  also 
been  superintendent  of  the  Sunday  School. 

Lemuel  W.  Fisher.  Some  of  the  most  pro- 
gressive men  of  Harrison  County  are  those  who 
own  and  operate  farm  land  within  its  confines, 
and  through  them  and  their  efforts  many  new 
methods  are  being  adopted  and  improvements 
made  which  are  proving  of  general  benefit  to  all. 
Lemuel  W.  Fisher,  of  Freeport  Township,  is  one 
of  these  energetic  men  of  affairs  who  has  not 
confined  his  efforts  to  agricultural  matters,  but 
has  been  connected  with  a number  of  other  un- 
dertakings of  his  neighborhood. 

Lemuel  W.  Fisher  was  born  in  Londonderry 
Township,  Guernsey  County,  Ohio,  March  26, 
1869,  a son  of  Edwin  and  Sarah  (McGuire) 
Fisher,  and  grandson  of  Perry  G.  and  Mary  E. 
(Williamson)  Fisher.  Perry  G.  Fisher  was  one 
of  the  early  farmers  of  Belmont  County,  Ohio, 
and  he  and  his  wife  became  the  parents  of  the 
following  children  : John,  George,  Perry,  Edwin, 
Sarah  J.,  Lecretia,  Keziah,  Eliza  and  Mary. 
They  were  religious  people  and  worshiped  and 
worked  In  connection  with  the  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church,  of  which  they  were  consistent 
members. 

Edwin  Fisher  was  born  in  Flushing  Township, 
Belmont  County,  Ohio,  In  1828,  and  his  wife  was 
bora  In  Londonderry  Township,  Guernsey 
County,  Ohio,  in  1826.  She  was  a daughter  of 
John  and  Mary  (Fulton)  McGuire.  During  the 
greater  portion  of  his  life  Edwin  Fisher  was 
engaged  in  farming  In  Belmont  County,  Ohio, 
and  died  there  in  1901,  his  widow  surviving  him 
until  1911.  Their  children  were  as  follows: 
John  M.,  who  lives  in  North  Dakota;  Mary  J., 
who  was  second  in  order  of  birth;  Lemuel  W., 
whose  name  heads  this  review;  and  Lafayette, 
who  lives  at  Belle  Center,  Logan  County,  Ohio. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Fisher  and  their  children  all  joined 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

Although  the  family  lived  In  Belmont  County, 
the  children  all  went  to  school  in  Londonderry 
Township,  Guernsey  County,  Ohio,  and  later 
Lemuel  W.  Fisher  became  a student  of  the  nor- 
mal college  at  Lebanon,  Ohio,  leaving  that  insti- 
tution after  a year  to  study  for  another  year  at 
Mount  Union,  Stark  County,  Ohio.  For  fifteen 
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years  he  was  engaged  in  teaching  school,  and 
during  that  period  did  a large  amount  of  read- 
ing and  kept  himself  posted  upon  current  mat- 
ters, and  has  never  lost  the  habit  of  going  into 
a subject  thoroughly  before  he  makes  a decision. 
Leaving  the  educational  field,  he  became  a 
farmer,  and  in  1894  moved  to  Freeport  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County,  Ohio,  and  now  owns  140 
acres  in  his  homestead  and  fifty  acres  more  not 
far  away  in  the  same  township.  Here  he  is  en- 
gaged in  raising  a general  line  of  crops  and 
stockraising,  specializing  on  breeding  Durham 
and  Holstein  cattle.  Mr.  Fisher  and  his  sister 
Mary  J.  have  always  lived  together,  and  she 
looks  after  the  affairs  of  the  household,  making 
a pleasant  home  for  the  two.  He  was  appointed 
war  food  and  crop  commissioner  of  Harrison 
County  by  Governor  Cox,  and  served  as  such 
during  the  period  of  the  war.  From  1909  to 
1913,  Mr.  Fisher  was  a commissioner  of  Harri- 
son County,  and  is  now  a member  of  the  Har- 
rison County  Board  of  Agriculture.  Since  its 
organization  as  a state  bank  he  has  been  the 
president  of  the  Piedmont  State  Bank.  Both 
he  and  Miss  Mary  belong  to  the  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church  of  Smyrna,  Ohio,  and  their  fellow 
members  look  to  the  Fishers  for  effective  work 
no  matter  what  may  come  up  to  receive  atten- 
tion, and  are  never  disappointed  of  generous  as- 
sistance from  both.  For  some  years  Mr.  Fisher 
has  been  a trustee  of  the  church. 

Francis  A.  Hilligas.  The  family  name  borne 
by  this  sterling  citizen  of  Short  Creek  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County,  is  one  that  has  been  of 
significant  influence  in  connection  with  the  civic 
and  industrial  development  and  progress  of  the 
county,  which  has  represented  his  home  from  the 
time  of  his  birth  and  with  the  history  of  which 
the  family  name  has  been  identified  since  the 
early  pioneer  days. 

Mr.  Hilligas  was  born  in  Short  Creek  Town- 
ship December  6,  1847,  and  is  a son  of  William 
M.  and  Jane  (Sparrow)  Hilligas,  the  former  of 
whom  was  born  in  Cadiz  Township,  this  county, 
August  9,  1818,  and  the  latter  was  born  in 
Green  Township  November  8,  1819,  she  having 
been  a daughter  of  Eli  and  Nancy  (Dihal)  Spar- 
row. Eli  Sparrow  was  born  and  reared  in 
Montgomery  County,  Maryland,  and  he  came  to 
the  western  frontier  as  a soldier  in  the  War  of 
1812,  but  it  was  not  until  about  the  year  1816 
that  he  removed  from  Maryland  to  Harrison 
County,  Ohio,  the  long  and  hazardous  overland 
journey  having  been  made  with  team  and  wagon 
and  he  and  his  wife  having  become  early  set- 
tlers of  Green  Township,  where  he  not  only 
followed  his  trade,  that  of  shoemaker,  but  also 
instituted  the  reclamation  of  a farm,  both  he 
and  his  wife  having  here  passed  the  remainder 
of  their  lives.  They  became  the  parents  of  five 
children:  Samuel,  Jane,  Lorena  (Mrs.  Elias 

Case),  John  and  Benjamin  F.  (a  physician  by 
profession). 

William  M.  Hilligas  was  a son  of  Conrad 
Creighton  Hilligas  and  Elosia  Selvada  (Maffitt) 
Hilligas,  the  latter’s  parents  having  been  natives 
of  Holland.  Conrad  C.  Hilligas  came  from  Fay- 
ette County,  Pennsylvania,  to  Harrison  County, 
Ohio,  about  the  year  1802,  and  he  was  one  of

the  very  early  settlers  at  Cadiz,  the  present 
judicial  center  of  the  county.  Here  he  engaged 
in  the  work  of  his  trade,  that  of  carpenter,  and 
all  of  his  sons,  Tunnis,  David,  William  M.  and 
Conrad,  likewise  became  skilled  workmen  at 
this  trade,  their  apprenticeship  to  which  was 
served  under  the  effective  direction  of  their 
father.  Conrad  C.  Hilligas  and  his  wife  were 
honored  pioneer  citizens  of  Harrison  County  at 
the  time  of  their  deaths,  and  Mrs.  Hilligas  was 
a zealous  member  of  the  Disciples  Church. 

William  M.  Hilligas  was  reared  under  the 
conditions  marking  the  pioneer  epoch  in  this 
history  of  Harrison  County,  was  afforded  the 
advantages  of  the  primitive  schools  of  the  lo- 
cality and  period,  and  in  his  youth  he  learned 
the  carpenter’s  trade  under  the  tutorship  of  his 
father.  He  followed  his  trade  to  a greater  or 
less  extent  for  many  years  in  Short  Creek  Town- 
ship, where  he  owned  a home,  both  he  and  his 
wife  having  remained  in  this  township  until  the 
close  of  their  earnest  and  worthy  lives,  and  Mrs. 
Hilligas  was  a devout  member  of  the  Disciples’ 
Church.  They  became  the  parents  of  three  chil- 
dren, of  whom  the  subject  of  this  review  is  the 
youngest;  Mary  did  not  marry  and  was  about 
sixty-five  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  her  death; 
and  Louise,  who  became  the  wife  of  Harry  Jones, 
died  in  October,  1883. 

Francis  A.  Hilligas  acquired  his  youthful  edu- 
cation in  the  district  schools  of  Short  Creek 
and  Athens  townships,  and  as  a young  man  he 
initiated  independent  enterprise  as  a farmer 
in  the  former  township,  which  has  continued 
the  stage  of  his  activities  to  the  present  time. 
The  Hilligas  family  now  own  the  old  homestead 
of  Isaac  Cope,  and  on  the  place  still  stand  the 
buildings  that  were  erected  many  years  ago, 
the  original  log  barn  on  this  place  having  been 
the  first  building  raised  in  Harrison  County 
without  the  customary  accompaniment  of  whis- 
key dispensed  freely  to  the  workers. 

November  11,  1869,  was  recorded  the  marriage 
of  Mr.  Hilligas  to  Miss  Rachel  A.  Cope,  a daugh- 
ter of  the  late  Isaac  and  Abigail  (Cope)  Cope, 
representatives  of  old  and  influential  pioneer 
families  of  Harrison  County.  Oliver  Cope  came 
from  Wiltshire,  England,  to  America  in  the 
year  1701  and  settled  in  Pennsylvania,  where 
he  passed  the  remainder  of  his  life.  Representa- 
tives of  the  family  later  became  settlers  in  Vir- 
ginia, and  it  was  from  that  state  that  came  the 
original  representatives  of  the  family  in  what 
is  now  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  the  migration 
to  this  county  having  occurred  in  1813.  John 
Cope  was  the  founder  of  the  family  in  this 
county,  and  here  he  remained  until  his  death, 
his  widow\  whose  maiden  name  was  Grace  Steer, 
having  been  ninety-two  years  of  age  at  the  time 
of  her  death,  March  30,  1865.  They  became  the 
parents  of  five  children,  all  sons,  and  all  settled 
on  farms  in  Short  Creek  Township,  Isaac,  former 
owner  of  the  old  homestead  now  owned  by  the 
Hilligas  family,  having  been  horn  February  1, 
1801,  and  his  death  having  here  occurred  Decem- 
ber 19,  1883,  and  his  wife,  a member  of  a col- 
lateral branch  of  the  same  family,  survived  him 
by  several  years. 

Mr.  Hilligas  is  a republican  in  his  political 
proclivities,  is  a member  of  the  Disciples’ 
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Church,  and  his  wife  holds  membership  in  the 
Hicksite  branch  of  the  Society  of  Friends.  To 
thqm  have  been  bom  seven  children:  Efarry  C. 
died  in  the  year  1893 ; William  I.,  a merchant  in 
Cadiz,  married  Miss  Clara  J.  Smith;  Frank  E., 
likewise  is  a representative  of  farm  enterprise 
in  this  township,  and  the  maiden  name  of  his 
wife  was  Delia  Barkhurst;  Lena  O.  remains  at 
the  parental  home;  Charles  C.  is  individually 
mentioned  on  other  pages  of  this  work,  as  are 
also  Clarence  G.  and  George  A. 

Charles  C.  Hillioas  is  a sturdy  young  repre- 
sentative of  farm  industry  in  his  native  county, 
where  he  owns  a well  improved  farm  of  180 
acres,  in  Short  Creek  Township.  He  remains 
at  the  parental  home,  and  on  preceding  pages 
due  record  concerning  the  family  is  given  in  the 
sketch  of  the  career  of  his  father,  Francis  A. 
Hilligas. 

Like  many  other  native  sons  of  Harrison 
County,  where  he  was  born  on  the  24th  of  July, 
1888,  Charles  C.  Hilligas  was  signally  favored 
in  being  reared  to  the  invigorating  and  benefi- 
cent discipline  of  the  farm,  and  he  acquired  his 
youthful  education  in  the  district  schools  of 
Short  Creek  Township.  He  has  remained  with 
his  father  and  mother  on  the  old  home  farm  and 
has  not  yet  consented  to  withdraw  from  the 
ranks  of  the  eligible  and  popular  young  bache- 
lors of  his  native  county.  He  is  an  aggressive 
and  successful  exponent  of  farm  industry,  in 
connection  with  which  he  is  giving  added  pres- 
tige to  the  family  name,  which  has  long  been 
closely  associated  with  this  line  of  productive 
enterprise  in  Harrison  County,  the  Hilligas  fam- 
ily having  distinct  pioneer  honors  in  this  section 
of  the  Buckeye  State. 

Mr.  Hilligas  was  reared  in  the  faith  of  the 
Hicksite  branch  of  the  Society  of  Friends.  In 
politics  he  gives  his  allegiance  to  the  republican 
party. 

George  A.  Martin.  The  Martin  family  of 
which  former  County  Treasurer  George  A.  Mar- 
tin of  Harrison  County  is  a representative  be- 
longs to  the  history  of  Jefferson  County.  Mr. 
Martin  was  born  May  12,  1855,  in  Jefferson 
County.  He  is  a son  of  Jonathan  and  Eliza 
(Spencer)  Martin,  the  parents  both  natives  of 
Jefferson  County.  The  mother  is  a daughter  of 
Dunham  Spencer.  The  Martins  were  farmers 
in  Jefferson  County.  In  March,  1869,  Jonathan 
Martin  removed  with  his  family  from  Jefferson 
to  Harrison  County. 

Jonathan  Martin  located  on  a farm  in  Short 
Creek  Tow-nship,  renting  and  owning  land,  some- 
times living  on  rented  land  when  he  owned  other 
land.  He  owned  a farm  of  157  acres  in  Short 
Creek  Township  but  never  lived  on  it.  There 
are  three  sons:  William  F.,  George  A.  and 
Charles  D.,  and  there  were  two  daughters : Ella, 
who  died  in  childhood,  and  Mary,  who  was  the 
wife  of  David  Barr.  As  a family  the  Martins 
were  Methodists.  Their  children  were  given 
common  school  advantages  both  In  Jefferson  and 
Harrison  Counties.  G.  A.  Martin  attended  the 
Georgetown  School  in  Short  Creek  Township  as 
a boy,  and  as  a young  man  he  became  a farmer 
in  Short  Creek  Township. 


In  1879  Mr.  Martin  married  Mary  B.  Dicker- 
son,  daughter  of  Hodson  and  Hannah  Dickerson. 
At  this  time  he  entered  into  a partnership  with 
his  father,  Jonathan  Martin,  which  relation  con- 
tinued twenty  years.  He  finally  bought  the  farm 
of  278  acres  in  Short  Creek  Township  that  they 
had  rented  for  a good  many  years.  In  the  fall 
of  1899  Mr.  Martin  moved  Into  Green  Township 
and  farmed  there.  Twelve  years  later  he  re- 
moved to  Cadiz  Township,  and  after  two  years 
he  went  back  to  Short  Creek  Township,  to  his 
own  land,  but  he  only  lived  there  two  years 
when  he  sold  it  and  bought  another  farm  at 
Science  Hill  in  Short  Creek  Township  on  the 
Cadiz  and  Wheeling  Pike,  and  here  he  lived 
when  he  was  elected  treasurer  of  Harrison 
County.  He  has  always  been  a member  of  the 
republican  party.  In  1914  he  was  elected  on  the 
republican  ticket  to  the  office  of  County  Treas- 
urer, was  re-elected  in  1916,  and  retired  from 
the  office  in  1919. 

The  children  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  G.  A.  Mar- 
tin are:  Harold  S.,  who  married  Edna  Adolph; 
Ira  D.,  who  married  Gertrude  Ackerman;  and 
John  W.,  who  married  Lena  Wagner.  Since  he 
was  fourteen  years  old  Mr.  Martin  has  been  a 
member  of  the  Methodist  Church,-  and  his  entire 
family  is  interested  in  the  business  and  social 
advancement  of  Harrison  County.  He  was  a 
boy  of  twelve  when  his  parents  removed  from 
Jefferson  to  Harrison  County,  and  after  so  many 
years  he  only  thinks  of  citizenship  in  Harrison 
County. 

Charles  D.  Conaway,  recorder  of  Harrison 
County,  was  elected  to  the  office  in  November, 
1916.  and  was  re-elected  two  years  later,  and 
before  coming  to  Cadiz  and  becoming  a county 
officer  he  had  served  as  clerk  of  Stock  Town- 
ship four  years.  Mr.  Conaway  was  born  Octo- 
ber 2.  1863,  In  Stock  Township,  and  he  has  al- 
ways lived  in  Harrison  County.  He  was  edu- 
cated at  the  Sampson  rural  school  and  as  a 
young  man  devoted  three  years  of  his  life  to 
teaching  in  public  school.  Mr.  Conaway  is  a 
mechanic,  and  had  worked  at  the  carpenter 
trade  many  years  before  coming  to  the  Harrison 
County  Court  House. 

The  Conaway  family  is  connected  with  the 
early  history  of  Stock  Township,  C.  D.  Cona- 
way’s parents  both  being  natives  of  Harrison 
County.  Michael  C.  Conaway  was  born  April  5, 
1833,  and  Barbara  Ann  (Turney)  Conaway  was 
born  November  29,  1836,  in  that  community. 
She  is  a daughter  of  Jonas  and  Elizabeth  (Car- 
penter) Turney.  When  he  was  a child  Mr.  Tur- 
ney came  with  his  parents  to  Rumley  Town- 
ship from  Pennsylvania.  He  reared  his  family 
in  Harrison  County. 

In  the  Conaway  family  the  grandfather,  John 
Conaway,  and  his  wife,  Betty  (Hoagland)  Cona- 
way, both  came  from  Pennsylvania  to  Stock 
Township,  where  he  entered  land,  and  the  claim 
where  he  first  located  has  always  remained  in 
the  Conaway  family  name.  His  children  were: 
Cynthia,  Hannah,  Charles,  Jemima,  Elizabeth, 
Susannah,  John.  Michael,  Martha  and  Rachel. 
As  a family  the  Conaways  were  Methodists. 
John  Conaway  was  a soldier  in  the  War  of  1812 
the  second  war  with  England,  and  Harry  M. 
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Conaway  has  a World  war  record,  the  Cona- 
ways always  responding  to  the  call  of  the 
country. 

Although  he  has  attained  to  eighty-seven  years, 
Michael  Conaway,  who  has  always  farmed  In 
Stock  Township,  Is  still  an  active  man,  A.  D. 
1919.  Mrs.  Conaway  died  in  1913.  Their  chil- 
dren are:  Samantha,  James  (deceased),  Lucy 

(deceased),  John,  Charles  D.,  Emma  M.,  Effle  S., 
and  William  (deceased).  While  all  were  given 
common  school  advantages  of  the  day,  Charles 

D.  Conaway  fitted  himself  for  teaching,  and  he 
has  always  been  interested  In  educational  ad- 
vancement. 

On  June  19,  1884,  Mr.  Conaway  married  Jen- 
nie E.  Polen,  a daughter  of  Joshua  and  Anna 
(Denning)  Polen.  Their  children  are:  Laura 

E. ,  wife  of  W.  H.  Copeland,  Harry  M.,  William 
O.  and  Raymond.  The  family  maintain  their 
membership  in  Mount  Hope  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  in  Stock  Township  while  sojourning  In 
Cadiz. 

Samuel  S.  Hall  succeeded  his  honored  father 
in  the  ownership  of  the  remarkably  prosperous 
and  representative  merchant-tailoring  business 
which  the  latter  had  built  up  at  Carrollton,  and 
is  well  upholding  the  prestige  of  the  family 
name  not  only  in  this  enterprise  but  also  as  a 
loyal  and  progressive  citizen.  He  is  serving  in 
1920  as  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  Carroll- 
ton Business  Men's  Association,  in  the  vital 
activities  of  which  he  takes  an  influential  part. 

Mr.  Hall  was  born  at  Sherodsville,  Carroll 
County,  August  23,  1892,  and  is  a son  of  Lewis 
S.  and  Jennie  (Belknap)  Hall,  the  widowed 
mother  still  maintaining  her  home  at  Carroll- 
ton. Lewis  S'.  Hall  was  born  at  Columbia  City, 
Indiana,  February  20,  1806,  and  when  he  was 
six  years  old  his  parents,  Sutton  and  Catherine 
Hall,  came  to  Carroll  County  and  established 
their  residence  at  Sherodsville,  whence  they 
later  removed  to  Cadiz  Junction,  Harrison 
County.  * After  there  residing  a few  years  they 
established  their  home  on  a farm  near  New 
Cumberland,  Tuscarawas  County,  later  moving 
to  Orrville,  Ohio,  where  they  passed  the  re- 
mainder of  their  lives.  The  early  educational 
advantages  of  Lewis  S.  Hall  were  limited  to  a 
desultory  attendance  in  the  rural  schools,  and 
as  a young  man  he  learned  the  tailor’s  trade. 
After  having  been  for  a time  engaged  in  the 
work  of  his  trade  at  Leesville,  Carroll  County, 
he  removed  to  Hampton,  Iowa,  but  within  a 
comparatively  short  period  returned  to  Carroll 
County  and  established  himself  in  the  tailoring 
business  at  Sherodsville.  Three  years  later,  on 
the  1st  of  August,  1892,  he  removed  to  Carroll- 
ton, the  county  seat,  and  here  he  built  up  a re- 
markably substantial  and  representative  mer- 
chant tailoring  business,  known  for  high-class 
productions  that  so  furthered  the  success  of  his 
business  that  he  found  it  imperative  to  retain 
a larger  force  of  employes  than  could  be  found 
in  a similar  establishment  In  a city  of  the 
same  appreciable  population  within  the  state  of 
Ohio.  A man  of  vigorous  mentality  and  mature 
judgment,  he  was  signally  progressive  and  pub- 
lic-spirited and  was  foremost  in  furthering  meas- 
ures and  enterprises  tending  to  advance  the  best 


interests  of  his  home  community.  He  was  a 
skilled  artisan  at  his  trade,  had  taken  two 
courses  of  technical  study  and  practical  work- 
manship in  a leading  school  of  cutting  and  de- 
signing in  New  York  City,  and  was  authorita- 
tive as  a designer  and  draper  of  men’s  clothing 
of  the  finest  custom  type.  He  gave  most  timely 
and  effective  service  as  a member  of  the  City 
Council  and  Board  of  Public  Service,  besides 
doing  much  to  raise  the  general  standard  and 
facilities  of  the  Carrollton  public  schools  during 
his  several  terms  of  service  as  a member  of  the 
Board  of  Education.  He  was  clerk  of  this  board 
at  the  time  of  the  construction  of  the  present 
fine  central  school  building,  and  was  a member 
of  the  City  Council  at  the  time  when  the  Car- 
rollton waterworks  plant  was  installed,  no  one 
citizen  having  done  more  to  place  the  municipal 
water  system  on  a paying  basis  than  did  he, 
while  none  had  been  more  ardent  In  promoting 
this  much  needed  public  improvement.  He  was 
a most  earnest  and  zealous  churchman  and  served 
for  twenty  years  as’  superintendent  of  the 
Lutheran  Sunday  School  of  the  church  in  which 
he  held  membership,  as  does  also  his  widow, 
and  in  which  he  served  in  every  official  position, 
besides  being  most  liberal  in  his  support  of  the 
various  departments  of  church  work.  For  the 
advancing  of  Its  spiritual  and  temporal  pros- 
perity the  Lutheran  Church  of  Carrollton  owes 
much  to  this  honored  and  devoted  member.  His 
public  spirit  was  of  insistent  order,  and  he  was 
always  a leader  In  fostering  undertakings  for 
the  general  good  of  the  community.  Thus  it  may 
be  noted  that  he  was  prominently  identified 
with  Chautauqua  work  and  also  for  preparing 
for  Its  centennial  observance  in  1915.  The  en- 
tire community  manifested  its  sense  of  loss  and 
sorrow  when  Mr.  Hall  passed  from  the  stage  of 
life’s  mortal  endeavors,  his  death  having  oc- 
curred on  the  5th  of  February,  1917.  His  mar- 
riage to  Miss  Jennie  Belknap  was  solemnized  in 
December,  1889,  and  his  widow  and  six  children 
all  remain  at  Carrollton  at  the  time  of  this  writ- 
ing, in  1920.  The  names  of  the  children  are  here 
entered  in  respective  order  of  birth : Cecil,  Leah, 
Samuel  S.,  Bessie,  Luther  and  Judd. 

Samuel  S.  Hall  was  only  one  month  old  at  the 
time  of  the  family  removal  from  Sherodsville  to 
Carrollton,  and  here  he  was  reared  to  adult  age, 
his  studies  in  the  public  schools  having  con- 
tinued until  his  graduation  in  the  high  school 
as  a member  of  the  class  of  1911.  He  learned 
the  tailor’s  trade  in  his  father’s  establishment 
and  by  taking  a course  in  the  Mitchell  School  of 
Cutting  and  Designing  in  New  York  City,  and 
after  his  return  to  Ohio  he  was  for  three  years 
engaged  in  the  work  of  his  trade  at  Orrville, 
Wayne  County,  where  he  built  up  a prosperous 
merchant  tailoring  business  and  continued  it 
until  the  death  of  his  father  in  the  spring  of 
1917.  He  then  succeeded  to  the  ownership  of  the 
latter's  well  established  business  at  Carrollton, 
where  his  success  has  been  such  as  to  fully 
uphold  the  high  prestige  gained  by  his  father. 
He  is  a democrat  in  political  adherency,  he  and 
his  wife  are  communicants  of  the  Lutheran 
Church,  and  he  is  affiliated  with  the  Masonic 
fraternity  and  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows. 
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June  16,  1916,  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Hall  to  Miss  Beatrice  Allison,  daughter  of  How- 
ard W.  Allison,  of  Mechanlcstown,  Carroll 
County,  and  she  is  the  popular  chatelaine  of 
their  pleasant  home  at  Carrollton. 

James  B.  Fiedler  has  been  a resident  of  Car- 
rollton, judicial  center  of  Carroll  County,  since 
1886,  and  no  other  citizen  has  been  more  closely 
and  influentially  concerned  with  its  cl  tic  and 
business  interests.  None  has  been  more  loyal 
and  progressive  in  furthering  the  general  ad- 
vancement of  the  community,  and  none  holds 
more  secure  place  In  popular  confidence  and 
esteem.  Mr.  Fiedler  has  been  specially  promi- 
nent in  connection  with  banking  enterprise  In 
Carroll  County,  served  several  years  as  a mem- 
ber of  the  City  Council  and  was  for  two  terms 
mayor  of  Carrollton,  in  which  office  he  gave  a 
characteristically  vigorous,  wise  and  progressive 
administration. 

Mr.  Fiedler  was  bom  at  Oardington,  Morrow 
County,  Ohio,  on  the  8th  of  May,  1864,  and 
there  he  received  his  early  education  in  the  pub- 
lic schools.  Upon  leaving  his  native  village  he 
went  to  the  city  of  Columbus,  where  for  three 
years  he  was  employed  in  the  dry  goods  depart- 
ment of  the  leading  department  stores  of  the 
Drum-Taft  Company.  In  1886,  as  a young  man 
of  twenty-two  years,  he  came  to  Carrollton  and 
established  himself  in  the  retail  grocery  busi- 
ness, in  which  he  continued  six  years.  In  1894 
he  accepted  the  position  of  assistant  cashier  in 
the  offices  of  the  J.  P.  Cummings  Bank  Com- 
pany, and  thereafter  he  continued  an  active 
and  Influential  figure  in  local  banking  circles 
until  March,  1919,  when  he  resigned  his  position 
as  manager  of  the  savings  department  of  the 
Cummings  Trust  Company,  an  office  which  he 
had  held  from  the  time  of  the  organization  of 
this  representative  banking  institution,  which  is 
known  as  one  of  the  strongest  and  most  im- 
portant financial  concerns  in  this  part  of  the 
state. 

A man  of  broad  views  and  marked  initiative 
energy,  Mr.  Fiedler  has  been  deeply  interested 
in  the  civic  and  industrial  development  and  prog- 
ress of  his  home  city,  and  he  made  his  influence 
potent  along  these  lines  during  the  period  of  his 
service  as  a member  of  the  City  Council,  and 
especially  during  his  regime  as  mayor.  In  the 
council  he  served  as  a member  of  the  finance 
committee  and  the  committee  on  bills,  and  no 
extravagant  claim  ever  succeeded  in  eluding  his 
scrutiny  and  opposition.  He  has  been  success- 
ful in  life  and  has  shown  deep  appreciation  of 
the  stewardship  which  such  success  involves, 
with  the  result  that  he  has  been  generous  and 
charitable  and  has  not  only  given  liberal  sup- 
port to  approved  benevolent,  philanthropic  and 
charitable  agencies  but  has  also  extended  aid 
and  sympathy  to  those  in  need  or  distress — as 
one  ever  willing  to  “do  good  by  stealth,  and 
blush  to  find  it  fame.”  He  has  been  influential 
in  the  affairs  of  the  local  Chautauqua,  and 
served  on  various  important  committees  of  the 
same,  while  his  service  in  connection  with  the 
Chautauqua  Centennial  was  marked  by  the  same 
vigor,  earnestness  and  effectiveness  as  has  been 
his  career  as  a business  man. 


In  politics  Mr.  Fiedler  gives  his  allegiance  to 
the  republican  party,  he  and  his  wife  are  mem- 
bers of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and  he 
is  affiliated  with  the  Masonic  fraternity,  includ- 
ing the  Knights  Templar  and  the  Ancient  Arabic 
Order  Nobles  of  the  Mystic  Shrine. 

In  October,  1891,  was  solemnized  the  marriage 
of  Mr.  Fiedler  to  Miss  Emma  Cummings,  and 
she  was  summoned  to  eternal  rest  in  July,  1913, 
her  memory  being  revered  by  all  who  came 
within  the  circle  of  her  gracious  influence.  She 
was  a daughter  of  James  P.  Cummings. 

James  P.  Cummings,  one  of  the  founders  of 
the  Cummings  Trust  Company  of  Carrollton, 
was  bom  in  Archer  Township,  Harrison  County, 
Ohio,  in  1820,  his  father,  Robert  Cummings, 
having  been  one  of  the  representative  pioneer 
settlers  in  that  county.  James  P.  Cummings  was 
reared  and  educated  in  his  native  county, 
whence,  at  the  age  of  seventeen  years,  he  came 
to  Carrollton  and  became  a clerk  in  the  mercan- 
tile establishment  of  Isaac  Atkinson.  Later  he 
formed  a partnership  with  Wilson  L.  Akers,  with 
whom  he  continued  to  be  associated  in  the  gen- 
eral merchandise  business  at  Carrollton  until 
1868,  when  he  formed  an  alliance  with  his 
brother-in-law,  the  late  Eli  Couch,  and  engaged 
in  the  wholesale  grocery  business  in  the  city  of 
Columbus.  They  remained  in  the  capital  city 
until  1870,  when  they  returned  to  Carrollton 
and  established  the  private  banking  house  of 
Cummings  & Couch.  The  death  of  Mr.  Couch 
occurred  in  1888,  and  thereafter  Mr.  Cummings 
continued  the  banking  business  in  an  individual 
way  until  1893,  on  the  1st  of  May  of  which  year 
he  admitted  Thomas  J.  Salsman  to  partnership, 
under  the  firm  name  of  Cummings  & Salsman. 
In  December  of  the  following  year  the  bank  was 
reorganized  and  incorporated  under  the  state 
law  and  under  the  corporate  title  of  the  J.  P. 
Cummings  Bank  Company.  Mr.  Cummings  be- 
came president  of  the  institution  and  Mr.  Sals- 
man its  cashier,  while  James  B.  Fiedler,  imme- 
diate subject  of  this  review,  assumed  the  posi- 
tion of  assistant  cashier.  In  addition  to  these 
executive  officers  the  original  directorate  of  the 
corporation  included  also  Judge  U.  C.  DeFord, 
George  J.  Butler,  Judge  James  Holder  and  Jesse 
Marshall.  On  the  1st  of  June,  1906,  the  institu- 
tion was  consolidated  with  the  First  National 
Bank  of  Carrollton,  which  had  been  organized 
August  1,  1900,  and  at  this  time  the  present  title, 
the  Cummings  Trust  Company,  was  adopted. 
Mr.  Cummings  continued  ns  president  of  the 
company  until  his  death,  on  the  12th  of  July, 
1912,  at  the  patriarchal  age  of  ninety- two  years. 
He  was  a man  of  great  ability  as  a financier 
and  became  the  founder  of  one  of  the  staunchest 
and  most  influential  financial  institutions  in  this 
part  of  the  Buckeye  State,  the  while  his  sterling 
character  gave  him  a high  place  in  the  con- 
fidence and  good  will  of  the  community  in  which 
he  so  long  maintained  his  home  and  In  which 
he  stood  as  one  of  the  leading  and  most  in- 
fluential citizens  of  Carroll  County. 

In  1844,  at  Carrollton,  Mr.  Cummings  married 
Miss  Phiniah  Beatty,  daughter  of  George  and 
Mary  Beatty,  her  father  having  been  elected  the 
first  auditor  of  Carroll  County.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Cummings  became  the  parents  of  five  children — 
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Addle,  Mary,  Robert,  Lucy  and  Emma,  four  of 
whom  are  now  deceased.  Mary  became  the  wife 
of  M.  M.  Marshall  and  their  home  was  estab- 
lished in  the  City  of  Omaha,  Nebraska.  Emma 
became  the  wife  of  James  E.  Fiedler,  whose 
name  initiates  this  article.  Mrs.  Cummings 
preceded  her  husband  to  eternal  rest,  both  hav- 
ing been  earnest  members  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  and  his  political  allegiance 
having  been  given  to  the  republican  party. 

On  the  25th  of  October,  1917,  was  recorded 
the  marriage  of  Mr.  Fiedler  to  Miss  Mary  West- 
fall,  who  was  born  in  Brown  Township,  Carroll 
County,  a daughter  of  Jacob  Westfall,  of  whom 
specific  record  is  given  elsewhere  in  this  volume. 
Mrs.  Fiedler  is  the  gracious  and  popular  chate- 
laine of  one  of  the  beautiful  homes  of  Carroll- 
ton and  has  made  it  a center  of  generous 
hospitality. 

Robert  P.  Lemmon  was  a man  whose  char- 
acter and  achievement  marked  him  as  one  of 
sterling  principles  and  fine  sense  of  personal 
stewardship.  He  passed  his  entire  life  in  Short 
Creek  Township,  Harrison  County,  where  he  was 
born  on  the  15th  6f  September,  1857,  and  where 
his  death  occurred  September  2,  1910.  His  ca- 
reer was  one  of  active  and  successful  association 
with  the  basic  industries  of  agriculture  and 
stock-growing,  and  the  fine  farm  of  which  he 
was  the  owner  at  the  time  of  his  death  is  still 
the  home  of  his  widow  and  their  younger  chil- 
dren. 

Mr.  Lemmon  was  a son  of  Griffith  and  Rebecca 
Elizabeth  (Pogue)  Lemmon,  and  on  other  pages 
of  this  work  is  dedicated  a special  memoir  to 
his  father,  so  that  further  review  of  the  family 
history  is  not  here  demanded.  Mr.  Lemmon  ac- 
quired his  early  education  in  the  district  schools 
of  his  native  township,  and  in  that  township 
he  began  his  independent  activities  as  a farmer, 
his  youthful  experience  having  been  marked  by 
practical  application  on  his  father’s  farm,  so 
that  he  was  well  fortified  when  he  initiated 
his  individual  enterprise.  In  1895  he  purchased 
and  removed  to  the  fine  farm  upon  which  his 
widow  now  resides,  and  here  he  continued  as 
one  of  the  vigorous  and  successful  exponents 
of  agricultural  and  live-stock  industry  until  the 
close  of  his  worthy  and  unassuming  life,  the 
farm  being  well  improved  and  comprising  115 
acres.  Though  essentially  loyal  and  liberal  In 
his  civic  attitude,  and  a staunch  supporter  of 
the  cause  of  the  republican  party,  Mr.  Lemmon 
had  no  desire  for  political  activity  or  official 
preferment.  He  and  his  wife  were  zealous  mem- 
bers of  the  Presbyterian  Church  at  Adena,  but 
since  his  death  Mrs.  Lemmon  has  transferred 
her  membership  to  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  at  Harrisville. 

On  the  10th  of  January,  1883,  was  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  Mr.  Lemmon  to  Miss  Mary  B. 
Nicholson,  who  likewise  was  born  and  reared  in 
Short  Creek  Township  and  who  is  a daughter 
of  James  and  Margaret  (Maycline)  Nicholson, 
the  former  of  whom  was  born  in  Short  Creek 
Township  and  the  latter  was  born  in  Ireland. 
John  Nicholson,  father  of  James,  was  one  of  the 
pioneer  settlers  of  Short  Creek  Township,  where 
he  and  his  wife  remained  until  their  deaths. 


James  Nicholson  was  reared  and  educated  in  his 
native  township  and  was  one  of  its  representa- 
tive farmers  at  the  time  of  his  death.  He  was 
a birthright  member  of  the  Society  of  Friends, 
and  his  wife  held  membership  In  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church.  They  became  the  parents 
of  five  children : Anna  N.  is  the  wife  of  Binford 
T.  Stanley;  Mary  B.  is  the  widow  of  the  subject 
of  this  memoir;  Margaret  is  the  wife  of  Henry 
W.  Lupton;  James  died  at  the  age  of  seven 
years;  and  John  R.,  who  married  Miss  Carrie 
Morgan,  is  a farmer  in  Harrison  County. 

In  this  concluding  paragraph  is  entered  brief 
record  concerning  the  children  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Lemmon : Charles  N.,  who  resides  at  Decatur, 
Illinois,  married  Miss  Nan  McDonald,  and  they 
have  one  child,  Donald  N.  Binford  F.,  a travel- 
ing salesman  residing  at  Akron,  Ohio,  married 
Miss  Lulu  Spencer,  and  their  one  child  is  a son. 
Robert  Leroy.  James  G.,  M.  D.,  is  a practicing 
physician  at  Akron  Ohio.  The  maiden  name  of 
his  wife  was  Pearl  Freyer,  and  their  one  child 
is  James  Francis.  Robert  M.  was  in  the  na- 
tion’s military  service,  at  Camp  Sherman,  Ohio, 
in  the  period  of  the  World  war,  he  having  there 
been  member  of  the  Depot  Brigade  until  he  was 
assigned  to  the  military-police  service  at  that 
cantonment.  He  entered  service  in  September, 
1918,  and  received  his  honorable  discharge  on 
the  19th  of  June,  1919.  He  is  now  a member  of 
the  class  of  1924  in  the  medical  department  of 
the  University  of  Ohio.  John  A.  and  Margaret 
remain  with  their  widowed  mother  on  the  home 
farm. 

Jacob  O.  Bower  has  made  an  admirable  record 
in  connection  with  farm  industry  In  Harrison 
County,  is  a native  of  this  county  and  is  a rep- 
resentative of  one  of  its  honored  pioneer  fam- 
ilies, his  birth  having  occurred  in  Monroe 
Township  on  the  26th  of  January,  1862.  Besides 
having  proved  a progressive  exponent  of  farm 
enterprise  Mr.  Bower  also  devoted  several  years 
to  effective  service  as  a teacher  in  the  schools 
of  his  native  county. 

Mr.  Bower,  who  now’  owms  and  resides  upon 
one  of  the  fine  farms  of  North  Township,  is  a 
son  of  John  and  Jane  (Heaston)  Bower,  both 
likewise  natives  of  Monroe  Township,  this 
county,  where  the  former  was  born  October  13, 
1832,  and  the  latter  on  the  13th  of  August,  1834, 
she  having  been  a daughter  of  John  and  Mary 
(Hines)  Heaston,  likewise  representatives  of 
well  known  pioneer  families  of  this  favored 
section  of  the  Buckeye  State.  The  paternal 
grandparents  of  the  subject  of  this  review  were 
Jacob  and  Anna  (Frye)  Bower,  the  former  of 
whom  was  born  at  Hagerstown,  Maryland,  in 
1800,  and  the  latter  of  whom  was  a native  of 
Ireland.  Jacob  Bower  became  one  of  the  promi- 
nent pioneer  farmers  of  Harrison  County,  and 
here  he  remained  until  his  death,  in  1871.  He 
wras  a son  of  Barnhart  Bower,  and  of  the  family 
history  ample  record  is  made  on  other  pages  of 
this  work,  in  the  personal  sketch  of  Charles  A. 
Bower.  Jacob  Bower,  Sr.,  not  only  became  one 
of  the  substantial  farmers  in  Monroe  Township, 
but  In  earlier  years  he  here  operated  a grist 
mill.  Both  he  and  his  wife  were  consistent 
communicants  of  the  Lutheran  Church,  in  the 
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faith  of  which  they  reared  their  four  children — 
Margaret.  John,  Andrew  and  Mary  Jane  (Mrs. 
Wesley  Houston ). 

John  Kower  was  reared  to  the  sturdy  disci- 
pline of  the  pioneer  farm,  and  the  major  part  of 
his  active  career  was  marked  by  close  and  suc- 
cessful association  with  the  basic  industries  of 
agriculture  and  stock-growing,  though  for  a few 
years  after  his  marriage  he  was  engaged  in  the 
general  merchandise  business  at  Bowerston, 
which  village  was  named  in  honor  of  the  family 
of  which  he  was  a member.  He  passed  the 
closing  years  of  his  life  on  his  farm  in  Monroe 
Township,  where  his  death  occurred  February 
21,  1907.  His  widow  survives  him  and  is  now 
In  the  eighty-seventh  year  of  her  age,  both  be- 
ing earnest  members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church.  They  became  the  parents  of  seven  chil- 
dren: Mary  A.  died  in  early  childhood;  Martha 
E.  is  the  widow  of  Norris  Cartrell ; Sarah  E. 
is  the  wife  of  Stewart  W.  Price;  Jacob  O.,  of 
this  sketch,  was  the  next  in  order  of  birth; 
Clara  A.  is  the  wife  of  Albert  W.  Swlnehart; 
Ernest  W.  is  a resident  of  Bowerston;  and  Ida 
J.  is  the  wife  of  Thomas  Fierbaugh. 

After  having  profited  bv  the  advantages 
afforded  by  the  district  schools  of  Monroe  Town- 
ship Jacob  O.  Bower  pursued  a higher  course 
of  study  in  New  Hagerstown  Academy,  in  Car- 
roll  County,  under  Professor  J.  Howard  Brown. 
He  put  his  scholastic  acquirements  to  practical 
test  and  utilization  by  entering  the  pedagogic 
profession,  in  which  he  achieved  marked  popu- 
larity and  prestige  and  to  which  he  gave  his 
attention  for  a period  of  fourteen  years  as  a 
teacher  in  the  schools  of  Harrison  and  Carroll 
counties.  He  continued  to  teach  six  years  after 
his  marriage,  which  occurred  in  1887,  and  there- 
after he  was  engaged  in  farm  enterprise  in 
Monroe  Township  until  the  7th  of  February, 
1908.  when  he  removed  to  his  present  fine  farm 
of  174  acres  in  North  Township,  where  he  has 
been  distinctly  prosperous  in  his  vigorous  and 
progressive  activities  in  connection  with  diversi- 
fied agriculture  and  the  conducting  of  a sub- 
stantial dairy  enterprise.  He  erected  the  modern 
house  which  now  adorns  the  farm,  besides  re- 
building the  barn  and  making  other  excellent 
improvements.  The  house  is  equipped  with  an 
electric-lighting  system  and  also  provided  with 
hot  and  cold  running  water. 

In  character  and  mentality  Mr.  Bower  has 
been  well  qualified  for  leadership  in  community 
sentiment  and  action,  and  he  has  at  all  times 
stood  exponent  of  loyal  and  progressive  citizen* 
ship.  His  political  allegiance  is  given  to  the 
democratic  party,  and  he  has  been  a member 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  since  he  was 
a youth  of  sixteen  years.  In  the  church  of  this 
denomination  at  Conotton  he  has  held  virtually 
every  official  position  to  which  a lay  member  is 
eligible. 

September  1,  1887,  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Bower  to  Miss  Elsie  T.  Roby,  daughter  of 
George  and  Mary  Roby,  of  Carroll  County,  and 
of  this  union  were  bom  five  children:  Arthur 
Ross,  the  first  bora,  was  graduated  from  Mount 
* Union  College,  in  which  institution  he  thereafter 
held  the  chair  of  mathematics  and  physics  for 
some  time,  and  during  the  year  prior  to  his 


untimely  death,  April  11.  1916,  he  was  superin- 
tendent of  the  high  school  at  Bowerston.  He 
married  Miss  Christine  Fierbaugh,  who  survives 
him.  George  Walter,  the  second  son,  died  at  the 
age  of  six  months.  Harold  Eugene  married  Miss 
Nina  D.  McGuire,  and  they  have  two  children, 
Elsie  Mae  and  Robert  Eugene.  Herbert  L.  and 
Emery  Pearl  remain  at  the  paternal  home.  The 
loved  wife  and  mother  passed  to  eternal  rest  on 
the  16th  of  January,  1914,  a devout  member  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  On  the  25th 
of  December,  1916,  was  solemnized  the  marriage 
of  Mr.  Bower  to  Miss  Eliza  Mav  Barr,  daughter 
of  Joseph  and  Elizabeth  Barr,  of  Harrison 
County,  and  she  died  on  the  27th  of  December, 
1919,  leaving  no  children.  Mrs.  Bower  likewise 
was  an  earnest  member  of  the  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church. 

William  H.  Gillespik,  of  Athens  Township, 
has  not  always  been  a resident  of  Harrison 
County.  He  was  born  November  25,  1853,  hfc 
Wheeling  Township,  Belmont  County,  Ohio, 
although  all  the  other  Gillespie  children  of  his 
generation  were  born  in  Guernsey  County.  His 
father,  John  Gillespie,  was  bora  in  1810,  in 
Pennsylvania.  He  died  in  Ducas  County,  Iowa, 
in  1884.  The  mother,  Margaret  Taylor,  a 
daughter  of  John  Taylor,  was  bora  in  Knox 
County,  and  died  in  Belmont  County. 

While  John  Gillespie  was  born  in  Pennsyl- 
vania, his  father.  James  Gillespie,  was  born  in 
Ireland.  When  he  was  eighteen  years  old  he 
came  to  the  United  States.  While  living  in 
Pennsylvania  he  was  a farmer  and  later  he  was 
a farmer  in  Guernsey  County.  As  a young  man 
John  Gillespie  was  a Guernsey  County  farmer 
and  later  he  removed  to  Iowa.  The  five  older 
children  of  John  were  born  in  Guernsey  County. 

W.  H.  Gillespie  was  born  after  the  family 
removed  from  Guernsey  to  Belmont,  and  he  lived 
there  until  March,  1883,  when  he  listened  to 
the  advice  of  Horace  Greeley  about  the  young 
man  growing  up  with  the  western  country,  and 
he  went  to  Iowa.  When  his  father  died  in  Lucas 
County,  Iowa,  he  returned  to  Belmont  County, 
Ohio,  and  in  November,  1904,  he  came  to  Harri- 
son County.  He  removed  to  the  Village  of  New 
Athens  in  1915,  where  he  is  now  living.  The 
children  of  his  father’s  family  are:  James, 
Mary,  who  died  in  young  womanhood,  Nancy, 
Taylor,  Thomas  and  William  H.  Gillespie.  The 
early  Gillespies  were  members  of  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church,  and  they  were  a Sabbath 
observing,  God-fearing  people. 

W.  H.  Gillespie  had  a common  school  educa- 
tion at  Fairport  in  Belmont  County.  As  a 
young  man  he  began  farming  in  Wheeling  Town- 
ship, remaining  there  until  1904,  when  he  moved 
to  the  farm  in  Athens  Township,  Harrison 
County.  He  owned  137  acres  in  Belmont 
County,  but  in  1917  he  sold  it.  He  is  now  a 
permanent  citizen  of  narrison  County. 

In  1875  Mr.  Gillespie  married  Margaret  Etna* 
line  Campbell,  a daughter  of  William  F.  Camp- 
bell, of  Belmont  County.  Their  children  are: 
John  C.,  who  married  Lilly  Clark,  and  their 
children  are  Mary  Frances  and  William  Herbert, 
and  William  C.,  married  Minnie  Dunlap,  who 
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died  in  July,  1916.  The  Gillespie  family  are 
members  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  in 
New  Athens.  The  sons  are  farmers. 

William  F.  Butler.  The  Butler  family  has 
been  one  of  prominence  in  Carroll  County  since 
the  early  pioneer  days,  and  in  its  various  gen- 
erations represeptatives  of  the  name  have  been 
active  and  influential  in  connection  with  civic 
affairs  and  business  enterprise  in  this  favored 
section  of  the  Buckeye  State.  He  whose  name 
initiates  this  paragraph  was  born  and  reared 
in  Carrollton,  and  has  here  been  closely  identi- 
fied with  progressive  mercantile  enterprise,  be- 
sides which  he  has  been  prominent  in  political 
affairs  in  his  native  county  and  has  been  called 
upon  to  serve  in  various  offices  of  public  trust. 

Mr.  Butler  was  born  at  Carrollton  February 
23,  1845,  and  is  a son  of  Washington  and 
Susanna  (Van  Buskirk)  Butler,  both  likewise 
natives  of  Carroll  County,  the  latter  a daughter 
of  Enos  Van  Buskirk,  who  was  a sterling  pio- 
neer of  this  county.  Washington  Butler  was 
born  at  Carrollton  April  6,  1819,  a son  of  George 
Whitefleld  Butler.  He  was  the  eldest  of  a 
family  of  eleven  children,  nine  of  whom  are  now 
deceased,  the  names  of  the  children  being  here 
recorded:  Franklin.  Jonathan,  Jefferson.  Adams, 
Lafayette,  George,  Morgan,  Lizzie,  Franklin  died 
at  Des  Moines,  Iowa;  Jonathan.  Amanda,  Cyn- 
thia and  Hattie,  died  in  California.  Jefferson 
died  in  infancy.  Adams  became  a resident  of 
Jasper  County,  Iowa ; Lafayette  established  his 
home  at  Marshall,  Texas;  George  became  a 
farmer  in  Rush  County,  Kansas;  Morgan  was 
a resident  of  Goshen,  Indiana,  for  many  years 
prior  to  his  death;  Lizzie  (Mrs.  Young)  died 
in  North  Carolina  ; Amanda  became  the  wife  of 
Hon.  M.  P.  O’Connor  and  they  reside  at  San 
Jose.  California ; Cynthia  died  in  infancy : and 
Hattie  is  the  widow  of  Dr.  B.  B.  Moore,  of 
Marshalltown,  Iowa. 

George  Whitefleld  Butler,  the  founder  of  the 
family  in  Carroll  County,  was  born  in  Mary- 
land and  was  a son  of  Rev.  John  George  Butler, 
who  was  a native  of  Germany  and  who  came 
to  America  in  the  colonial  days,  he  having  been 
a patriot  soldier  of  the  Continental  Line  in  the 
War  of  the  Revolution  and  having  thereafter 
entered  the  ministry  of  the  Lutheran  Church,  as 
a clergyman  of  which  he  served  in  Maryland, 
Pennsylvania,  Virginia  and  other  southern 
states.  His  death  occurred  in  the  early  ’20s 
— presumably  at  Cumberland,  Maryland.  The 
family  name  of  his  wife  was  Miller,  and  their 
five  sons  were  George  William,  Paul,  Gideon, 
George  Whitefleld  and  Jonathan.  There  was 
also  one  daughter,  the  name  of  whom  Is  not  a 
matter  of  available  record. 

George  Whitefleld  Butler  was  a lieutenant  in 
a Pennsylvania  regiment  in  the  War  of  1812. 
and  in  his  youth  he  learned  the  tanner’s  trade. 
He  was  twenty-five  years  of  age  when  he  came 
to  Ohio  and  established  the  first  tannery  in 
Carroll  County.  He  was  one  of  the  pioneers 
of  Carrollton,  a successful  business  man  and  a 
worthy  citizen  who  held  Impregnable  place  in 
popular  confidence  and  esteem.  He  continued 
his  residence  at  Carrollton  until  his  death,  in 
1873. 


Washington  Butler  was  reared  under  the  con- 
ditions and  Influences  that  marked  the  pioneer 
epoch  In  the  history  of  Carroll  County,  and 
here  he  learned  the  tanner’s  trade  in  his 
father’s  establishment.  He  eventually  assumed 
control  of  the  tannery,  which  he  continued  to 
operate  until  he  was  called  to  public  office.  He 
was  a staunch  abolitionist  in  the  period  preced- 
ing the  Civil  war  and  became  a member  of  the 
republican  party  at  the  time  of  its  organization, 
as  did  also  his  father,  who  was  postmaster  of 
Carrollton  during  the  war.  He  served  two 
terms  as  county  auditor,  besides  which  he 
served  as  deputy  auditor,  as  deputy  county 
treasurer  (sixteen  years)  and  as  deputy  county 
clerk.  He  was  a delegate  to  the  republican  na- 
tional convention  of  1872,  when  General  Grant 
was  nominated  for  the  presidency.  In  1864  he 
engaged  in  the  retail  mercantile  business  at 
Carrollton  In  partnership  with  L.  D.  Rowley, 
and  the  Arm  of  Rowley  & Butler  sold  clothing, 
boots  and  shoes,  besides  maintaining  a depart- 
ment devoted  to  merchant  tailoring.  In  1865 
Mr.  Butler  purchased  his  partner’s  interest  and 
admitted  his  son  William  F.,  of  this  review,  to 
partnership,  under  the  title  of  W.  Butler  & Son, 
which  firm  name  was  retained  until  his  death, 
In  1883.  at  the  age  of  sixty-four  years.  His 
widow  passed  away  when  seventy-nine  years  of 
age.  Of  their  children  William  F.,  whose  name 
introduces  this  record.  Is  the  eldest;  George  J. 
is  Individually  mentioned  on  other  pages  of 
this  work ; Ann  E.  Is  the  widow  of  James  W. 
Cellars,  of  Carrollton;  Mary  F..  now  deceased, 
became  the  wife  of  Rev.  A.  T.  Aller.  a Presby- 
terian clergyman,  and  they  established  their 
home  In  Kansas;  Jane  M.,  widow  of  George 
H.  Aller,  who  was  long  a resident  of  Malvern. 
Carroll  County,  is  mentioned  on  other  pages  of 
this  work;  Joseph  C.  and  Harry  S,  deceased. 

William  F.  Butler  acquired  his  youthful  edu- 
cation in  the  common  schools  of  Carrollton,  and 
at  the  age  of  fifteen  years  became  a clerk  in 
the  general  store  of  Isaac  Crumrine.  In  1862  he 
took  a similar  position  In  the  store  of  James 
Huston,  and  in  1864  became  associated  with  the 
firm  of  Rowley  & Butler,  of  which  his  father 
was  the  Junior  member,  as  indicated  in  a pre- 
ceding paragraph.  In  1865  he  was  admitted  to 
partnership  with  his  father,  under  the  title  of 
W.  Butler  & Son,  and  since  the  death  of  his 
father  in  1883  he  has  individually  continued  the 
enterprise,  his  establishment  being  one  of  the 
pioneer  mercantile  concerns  of  the  county,  with 
a continuous  and  'most  creditable  history  of 
nearly  sixty  years. 

Never  wavering  in  his  allegiance  to  the  re- 
publican party,  in  the  local  councils  of  which 
he  has  been  an  influential  figure.  Mr.  Butler 
initiated  his  service  as  a public  official  in  1868 
when  he  was  made  city  marshal  of  Carrollton, 
a position  which  he  retained  two  years.  In  the 
early  years  he  served  also  as  constable  and 
deputy  sheriff,  and  he  held  the  office  of  sheriff 
a short  time,  upon  the  death  of  the  regular 
incumbent.  He  has  been  a delegate  to  various 
conventions  of  his  party,  including  the  state 
convention  in  which  former  Governor  Charles 
Foster  was  nominated.  In  1891  he  was  elected 
sheriff  of  the  county,  of  which  office  he  con- 
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tinued  the  incumbent  four  years,  and  in  1896 
was  made  chairman  of  the  Republican  County 
Committee.  A man  of  fine  physique  and  with 
the  genial  and  companionable  disposition  con- 
sonant with  such  robust  personality,  Mr.  Butler 
has  always  held  the  high  esteem  of  the  people 
of  his  native  county,  and  in  earlier  years  his 
fine  basso-prof  undo  voice  caused  him  to  be  much 
in  demand  in  connection  with  social  affairs  and 
representative  musical  activities  in  this  part  of 
the  state.  He  is  a Knight  Templar  Mason  and 
a member  of  the  Shrine  and  A1  Koran  Temple  of 
Cleveland,  Ohio.  Mr.  Butler  still  maintains  ac- 
tive association  with  the  substantial  and  pros- 
perous business  with  which  he  has  been  con- 
nected for  half  a century,  but  the  active 
management  of  the  enterprise  is  now  vested 
largely  in  his  only  son. 

April  26,  1866,  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Butler  to  Miss  Matilda  Stidger,  daughter 
of  Gen.  H.  A.  Stidger,  of  Carrollton.  General 
Stidger  was  born  and  reared  in  Virginia,  was 
an  officer  in  the  War  of  1812  and  in  1830  he 
opened  a mercantile  establishment  at  Carrollton, 
where  he  continued  in  business  until  his  death 
in  1886,  his  wife  having  survived  him  by 
several  years.  Mrs.  Butler  was  born  in  the 
building  now  occupied  by  the  mercantile  estab- 
lishment of  William  M.  Shepherd  on  Main 
Street,  Carrollton,  in  the  year  1841,  and  she 
passed  her  entire  life  in  her  native  place.  A 
gracious  and  noble  woman  who  was  loved  by 
all  who  knew  her,  she  was  summoned  to  the 
life  eternal  on  the  22d  of  November,  1919,  after 
an  ideal  wedded  life  of  more  than  half  a cen- 
tury. Mr.  and  Mrs.  Butler  have  but  one  child, 
Charles  Harvey,  who  was  born  November  18, 
1867,  and  who  has  long  been  associated  with  his 
father's  mercantile  business,  of  which  he  is 
now  the  active  manager  and  in  connection  with 
which  he  is  fully  upholding  the  high  prestige 
of  the  family  name.  He  is  a republican  in 
politics,  is  affiliated  with  the  Masonic  fraternity, 
including  the  local  Commandery  of  Knights 
Templar  and  also  the  Mystic  Shrine,  besides 
which  he  is  a popular  member  of  Carrollton 
Lodge,  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of 
Elks.  In  1896  was  solemnized  his  marriage  to 
Miss  Amanda  Huston,  who  was  born  and  reared 
at  Carrollton  and  who  is  a daughter  of  V.  E. 
and  Ida  (McCoy)  Huston,  the  former  of  whom 
is  deceased  and  the  latter  still  resides  at  Carroll- 
ton. Mr.  and  Mrs.  Charles  H.  Butler  have  six 
children : Charles  H.,  Jr.,  who  was  born  in  1897, 
was  one  of  the  gallant  young  patriots  who  rep- 
resented Carroll  County  in  the  nation’s  military 
service  at  the  time  of  the  late  World  war.  He 
enlisted  in  1917  in  the  artillery  branch  of  the 
service,  and  was  stationed  in  turn  at  Columbus, 
Ohio:  Hattiesburg,  Mississippi;  Henderson, 

Texas:  Fort  Sill  and  Camp  Merritt.  He  finally 
embarked  with  his  command  on  a transport  and 
sailed  for  France.  When  the  vessel  was  two 
days  out  it  received  news  of  the  signing  of  the 
historic  armistice,  and  forthwith  returned  to 
the  home  port.  Charles  is  now  holding  a posi- 
tion in  an  express  office  at  Kent,  Ohio.  Cather- 
ine, who  was  graduated  in  the  Carrollton  High 
School,  holds  a position  as  bookkeeper  in  the 
office  of  the  Cleveland  Trust  Company  in  the 


City  of  Cleveland.  Helen,  likewise  a graduate 
of  the  high  school,  is  deputy  clerk  of  the  court 
at  Carrollton.  Emma  died  in  1906,  aged  four 
years.  William  F.  II,  named  in  honor  of  his 
grandfather,  is  twelve  years  old  at  the  time  of 
this  writing,  in  1920,  and  Martha  is  three  years 
of  age. 

Eli  T.  Haines  has  been  dependent  upon  his 
own  resources  from  his  boyhood,  as  he  began 
work  to  provide  for  his  own  support  when  he 
was  but  twelve  years  of  age.  He  has  proved 
a valiant  and  determined  soul,  and  thus  his 
success  is  the  more  gratifying  to  contemplate, 
for  the  true  American  ever  pays  tribute  to  the 
man  who  has  achieved  prosperity  through  his 
own  efforts.  Mr.  Haines  is  today  numbered 
among  among  the  most  progressive  agricultur- 
ists and  stock-raisers  of  Athens  Township,  Har- 
rison County,  where  he  stages  his  activities  on 
a tract  of  about  650  acres.  The  place  upon 
which  he  resides  is  rented  by  him,  but  he 
utilizes  also  his  own  farm  of  146  acres,  not  far 
distant. 

Eli  Thomas  Haines  was  born  in  Belmont 
County,  Ohio,  March  27,  1876,  and  is  a son  of 
George  W.  and  Rebecca  (Patrick)  Haines,  both 
likewise  natives  of  that  county,  the  former  a 
son  of  Samuel  Haines,  an  early  settler  of  Bel- 
mont County,  and  the  latter  a daughter  of  Eli 
and  Hannah  (Jenkins)  Patrick,  likewise 
pioneers  of  that  county.  Samuel  Haines  was  a 
millwright  by  trade  and  was  one  of  its  early 
representatives  in  Belmont  County.  With  the 
exception  of  about  three  years  passed  in  Harri- 
son County,  George  W.  Haines  continued  his 
residence  in  his  native  county  until  his  death, 
his  principal  vocation  having  been  farming. 
George  W.  and  Rebecca  Haines  became  the  par- 
ents of  ten  children — Hannah,  Rachel  Louisa, 
John  W.,  William  (died  in  early  childhood),  Eli 
T.,  Mahala,  George  W.,  Margaret  J.,  Robert  E. 
and  Everett. 

For  a very  limited  period  Eli  T.  Haines  was 
enabled  to  attend  the  district  schools  of  his 
native  bounty,  but  his  broader  education  has 
been  that  acquired  in  the  school  of  practical 
service  and  experience.  He  began  working  by 
the  month  on  a farm  when  a lad  of  but  twelve 
years,  and  from  that  time  to  the  present  has 
been  dependent  upon  his  own  ability  and  efforts 
in  making  his  way  In  the  workaday  world. 
Hard  work  and  determined  purpose,  with 
worthy  ambition,  have  proved  efficacious,  and 
he  has  made  his  way  gallantly  to  the  goal  of 
independence  and  prosperity.  In  1898  Mr. 
Haines  engaged  in  farming  In  Nottingham  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County,  where  he  remained  until 
1901,  when  he  removed  to  the  farm  which  is 
his  present  place  of  residence,  in  Athens  Town- 
ship. Vigorous  and  progressive  as  an  agricul- 
turist* and  stock-grower,  he  gives  special  atten- 
tion to  the  raising  of  pure-blood  Poland-Obina 
swine,  as  well  as  good  types  of  cattle  and  sheep, 
and  no  man  has  done  a fuller  share  of  hard 
work  in  the  worthy  effort  to  gain  success  along 
normal  and  legitimate  lines  of  industrial  enter- 
prise. He  has  had  neither  time  nor  inclination 
for  political  activity,  but  gives  loyal  supf>ort  to 
the  cause  of  the  republican  party.  He.  and  his 
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wife,  whose  maiden  name  was  Lona  P.  Brock, 
and  who  is  a daughter  of  William  Brock,  of 
Belmont  County,  have  two  children — Henry  W. 
and  George  W. 

George  Galbraith.  A man  otf  undoubted 
business  ability  and  judgment,  endowed  with 
the  keen  foresight  that  never  allows  anything 
to  escape  his  attention  that  may  ultimately  ad- 
vance his  material  interests,  George  Galbraith 
has  met  with  well  merited  success  as  one  of  the 
leading  liverymen  of  Carrollton,  where  he  has 
built  up  an  extensive  and  remunerative  business. 
A son  of  the  late  David  Galbraith,  he  was  born 
June  14,  1868,  in  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  of 
thrifty  Scotch  lineage. 

Charles  Galbraith,  his  paternal  grandfather, 
was  born,  bred  and  educated  In  Scotland.  Im- 
migrating to  the  United  States  in  early  life,  he 
located  first  in  Washington  County,  Pennsyl- 
vania, where  he  lived  a number  of  years,  follow- 
ing his  trade  of  a weaver  a part  of  the  time. 
In  1850,  accompanied  by  his  wife  and  children, 
he  drove  westward  for  two  hundred  miles  to 
Harrison  County,  Ohio,  where  he  bought  land 
and  subsequently  embarked  in  sheep  raising,  a 
profitable  Industry  at  that  time,  and  was  thus 
employed  until  his  death.  He  married  Jose- 
phine Kirby,  a native  of  Carroll  County. 

A native  of  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania. 
David  Galbraith’s  birth  there  occurred  in  1836. 
A lad  of  fourteen  years  when  he  trekked  across 
the  country  with  his  parents  to  Harrison  County, 
Ohio,  he  continued  his  studies  for  a time  in  the 
pioneer  schools  of  that  vicinity,  and  while  assist- 
ing his  father  obtained  a practical  knowledge 
not  only  of  sheep  raising,  but  of  general  farm- 
ing. Subsequently  buying  180  acres  of  land  In 
Harrison  County,  he  was  there  successfully  en- 
gaged in  tilling  the  soil  until  his  death,  in  1900. 

David  Galbraith  was  twice  married.  He  mar- 
ried first  Sarah  Cole,  who  was  bom  in  1834  in 
Harrison  County,  Ohio,  where  her  father. 
Thomas  Cole,  was  a pioneer  settler.  She  died 
on  the  home  farm  at  a comparatively  early  age. 
leaving  four  children,  as  follows:  Lafayette. 
Charles,  George  and  David,  now  deceased. 
David  Galbraith  married  for  his  second  wife 
Isabel  Robinson,  and  to  them  five  children  were 
born,  namely:  Junius,  Clara,  Wilma,  deceased: 
Neola  and  Edna,  deceased. 

Obtaining  his  early  "education  in  the  public 
schools,  George  Galbraith  succeeded  to  the  occu- 
pation in  which  he  was  reared,  and  was  engaged 
in  agricultural  labor  until  1900.  Coming  to 
Carroll  County  in  that  year,  he  established  a 
livery  business  in  Carrollton,  where  he  has  won 
an  extensive  and  profitable  patronage  and 
gained  a noteworthy  position  among  the  re- 
sisted and  substantial  citizens  of  his  com- 
munity. An  influential  member  of  the  repub- 
lican party,  he  served  for  four  years  as  sheriff 
of  Carroll  County,  havftur  been  elected  to  the 
office  in  1912  and  re-elected  in  1914.  Religiously 
he  belongs  to  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

Mr.  Galbraith  married,  February  15,  1900, 
Josephine  Kirby,  a daughter  of  Joseph  and 
Susan  Kirby,  of  Carroll  County.  Her  father 
passed  to  the  life  beyond  in  1910,  but  her  mother 


is  still  living.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Galbraith  have  one 
child,  Joseph  D.,  bora  January  10,  1908. 

Albert  J.  Laughlin  Is  consistently  to  be  des- 
ignated as  one  of  the  progressive  and  repre- 
sentative farmers  of  the  younger  generation  in 
Archer  Township,  Harrison  County,  which 
county  has  been  his  place  of  residence  from  the 
time  of  his  birth.  He  was  bora  in  Cadiz  Town- 
ship on  the  2oth  of  August,  1891,  and  is  a son 
of  Albert  W.  Laughlin,  of  whom  individual 
record  is  made  on  other  pages,  so  that  further 
data  concerning  the  family  history  are  not  here 
required. 

Reared  to  the  invigorating  discipline  of  the 
farm,  Albert  J.  Laughlin  did  not  fail  to  profit 
fully  by  the  advantages  afforded  in  the  district 
schools  of  his  native  township,  and  thereafter 
he  continued  to  be  associated  with  the  activities 
of  his  father’s  farm  until  the  time  of  his  mar- 
riage. in  1917,  in  which  year  he  rented  the  ex- 
cellent farm  of  196  acres  in  Archer  Township 
where  he  Is  carrying  forward  his  energetic  and 
successful  enterprise  as  an  agriculturist  and 
stock-grower.  He  is  aligned  in  the  ranks  of 
the  democratic  party,  and  his  wife  holds  mem- 
bership in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  at 
Jewett. 

On  the  12th  day  of  May,  1917,  was  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  Mr.  Laughlin  to  Miss  Clara 
Margaret  Baker,  daughter  of  Albert  O.  and 
Martha  (Maxwell)  Baker,  of  Archer  Township, 
and  they  have  two  sons,  Albert  W.  and  John  R. 

Homer  F.  Moyer.  Active,  enterprising  and 
progressive,  Homer  F.  Moyer,  of  Stock  Town- 
ship, holds  a worthy  position  in  the  ranks  of 
the  world’s  workers,  being  numbered  among  the 
more  thrifty  and  prosperous  farmers  and  stock 
growers  of  Harrison  County.  A son  of  the  late 
Daniel  E.  Moyer,  he  was  born  November  8. 
1874,  in  North  Township,  Harrison  County, 
Ohio,  coming  from  Irish,  German  and  Scotch 
ancestry. 

Daniel  E.  Moyer  was  bora  in  1837  in  West- 
moreland County,  Pennsylvania,  and  as  a child 
was  left  an  orphan.  During  the  Civil  war  he 
enlisted  in  the  Union  Army  as  a member  of  a 
company  raised  in  his  native  county,  and  served 
bravely  for  three  years  and  seven  months,  taking 
part  in  several  engagements.  At  the  close  of  the 
conflict  he  came  to  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  lo- 
cating in  Hanover,  North  Township,  where  with 
the  exception  of  ten  years  that  he  was  engaged 
in  farming  in  Stock  Township  he  worked  at  his 
trade  of  a blacksmith  until  his  death  in  1910. 
He  married  Margaret  Whittaker,  who  was  bora 
in  1838  in  Nofrth  Township  and  died  at  the  home 
of  her  son,  Homer  F.,  on  September  2,  1920. 
Her  father,  William  Whittaker,  came  to  Harri- 
son County,  Ohio,  as  a pioneer,  and  having  en- 
tered Government  land  in  North  Township,  was 
there  engaged  in  clearing  and  improving  the 
land  for  many  seasons,  continuing  his  agricul- 
tural labors  until  his  death.  Born  in  Ireland, 
he  came  to  America  as  a young  man,  and  after 
settling  in  Harrison  County  married  Hannah 
Conaway,  a native  of  Stock  Township,  and  they 
became  the  parents  of  eleven  children. 

Of  the  marriage  of  Daniel  E.  and  Margaret 
(Whittaker)  Moyer  two  children  were  born, 
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Harry  W.  and  Homer  F.  Harry  W.  Moyer,  the 
first  born  child,  married  Sadie  Hammill,  and 
is  now  a resident  of  Cleveland,  Ohio. 

Completing  his  studies  in  the  district  schools, 
Homer  F.  Moyer  attended  the  Newton  Falls 
High  School  a year,  and  subsequently  continued 
his  studies  for  a year  at  Scio  College  in  Scio, 
Ohio.  Having  gained  a practical  knowledge  of 
the  various  branches  of  agriculture  when 
young,  he  chose  farming  for  his  life  occupation. 
Settling  in  Stock  Township,  he  has  met  with 
eminent  success  as  a general  farmer  and  stock 
raiser.  He  owns  a fine  farm  of  233  acres,  and 
in  addition  to  harvesting  each  year  abundant 
crops  of  the  cereals  common  to  this  section  of 
the  country  he  makes  a specialty  of  raising 
sheep,  O.  I.  C.  hogs  and  pure  bred  Shorthorn 
cattle,  a branch  of  industry  which  he  has  found 
extremely  profitable. 

Mr.  Moyer  married  in  October,  1807,  Mary 
J.  Brough,  a daughter  of  Oliver  and  Rachel 
Brough,  of  Harrison  County,  and  their  only 
child,  Raymond  E.  Moyer,  born  June  12,  1809, 
is  now  a student  in  the  Ohio  State  University. 
Religiously  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Moyer  are  worthy 
members  of  the  Pleasant  Valley  Methodist 
Church,  in  which  they  are  earnest  workers. 

Lyons  A.  Welsh.  The  records  of  the  Welsh 
family  show  that  many  of  this  name  are  located 
in  Harrison  County,  and  that  the  majority  of 
them  have  devoted  themselves  to  agricultural 
pursuits.  One  of  the  representative  farmers  of 
Archer  Township  who  bears  this  honored  name 
is  Lyons  A.  Welsh,  owner  of  240  acres  of  val- 
uable land  in  Archer  Township. 

The  birth  of  Lyons  A.  Welsh  occurred  in 
Archer  Township  February  6,  1850,  and  he  is 
a son  of  John  and  Margaret  (Gilmore)  Welsh. 
He  is  a grandson  of  Samuel  Welsh,  who  was 
among  the  early  settlers  of  Archer  Township, 
coming  to  Harrison  County  from  Pennsylvania, 
which  was  his  native  state.  Here  he  lived  out 
his  remaining  years  and  became  one  of  the  well 
known  men  of  his  period.  His  children  were 
as  follows:  John,  James,  William,  Eleanor  and 
Catherine. 

Having  been  brought  to  Archer  Township 
when  young,  John  Welsh  turned  his  attention 
to  the  cultivation  of  its  land,  and  was  one  of 
the  large  landowners  of  his  day,  devoting  his 
land  to  general  farming  and  the  raising  of  stock. 
He  spent  his  last  years  at  Cadiz,  Ohio,  moving 
there  after  he  retired  from  his  farm.  The 
Presbyterian  Church  gave  him  a medium  for 
the  expression  of  his  religious  faith,  and  be 
was  long  a member  of  it.  His  wife,  born  in 
Harrison  County,  was  a daughter  of  Francis 
Gilmore,  also  one  of  the  early  settlers  of  Archer 
Township,  who  became  a stockdealer  later  on 
in  life.  John  Welsh  and  his  wife  had  the  fol- 
lowing children:  Samuel,  Francis  G.,  Jason  R., 
Sarah  J.,  Amanda  and  Lyons  A. 

Like  the  other  sons  of  farmers  in  his  neigh- 
borhood, Lyons  A.  Welsh  attended  the  district 
schools  and  learned  to  make  himself  useful  on 
the  farm,  and  by  the  time  he  was  a grown  man 
he  found  that  his  inclinations  were  in  favor  of 
an  agricultural  life  and  so  he  adopted  it.  With 
the  exception  of  two  years  when  he  lived  at 


S'cio,  Ohio,  he  has  passed  his  life  in  Archer 
Township.  His  fine  farm  shows  the  effect  of 
his  care  and  experience,  and  on  it  he  is  doing 
general  farming  and  stock-raising. 

On  June  29,  1871,  Mr.  Welsh  was  married  to 
Amanda  Osburn,  a daughter  of  Samuel  and 
Elizabeth  (Welsh)  Osburn,  a sketch  of  whom 
appears  elsewhere  in  this  work.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Welsh  have  had  the  following  children  bora  to 
them:  John  B.,  who  married  Bertha  Haverfleld 
and  lives  on  a farm  in  Cadiz  Township,  Harri- 
son County ; Frank  M.,  who  married  Dora 
Birney:  Bertha,  who  married  Earl  Pocock; 
Byron  S.,  who  married  Olive  Henderson;  and 
Percy  R.,  who  married  Mary  Porter  and  lives  at 
Toronto,  Ohio.  Very  active  church  people, 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Welsh  have  long  belonged  to  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  at  Hanover,  Ohio, 
and  he  has  held  nearly  all  of  its  offices.  In 
1874  Mr.  Welsh  organized  the  first  Grange  in 
this  part  of  Ohio,  and  has  never  lost  his  interest 
in  Grange  work,  believing  that  the  organization 
is  of  great  benefit  to  the  farmer  and  a means 
whereby  a better  understanding  of  agricultural 
and  neighborhood  needs  may  be  acquired.  He 
is  easily  one  of  the  foremost  men  of  his  town- 
ship, and  few  stand  any  higher  anywhere  in  the 
county  in  the  confidence  of  their  associates. 

Emmett  Nathan  Havehfield.  For  more  than 
a century  the  Haverfleld  family  have  been  In- 
fluential citizens  of  Harrison  County,  identified 
primarily  with  developing  the  land  and  uphold- 
ing the  social  and  community  esteem  of  their 
time.  Representing  the  fourth  generation  of 
the  family  in  America  is  Emmett  Nathan  Haver- 
field,  president  of  the  First  National  Bank  of 
Cadiz. 

His  great-grandparents  were  James  and 
Nancy  Haverfleld.  The  former  came  from  Ire- 
land, first  settled  in  Maryland,  and  subsequently 
moved  through  Pennsylvania  to  the  Ohio  Valley. 
Their  seven  children  were  William,  John, 
Joseph,  James.  Nathan,  Elizabeth  and  Ellen. 

Of  these  Nathan  was  born  in  1707  at  Wheeling 
on  the  Ohio  River,  and  became  one  of  the  widely 
known  and  popular  citizens  of  Harrison  County. 
Two  of  his  brothers  were  in  the  War  of  1812. 
For  many  years  after  that  war  the  laws  of 
Ohio  required  able  bodied  young  men  to  be  en- 
rolled in  the  State  Militia,  and  Nathan  Haver- 
fleld at  one  time  was  in  command  of  a regiment 
appearing  periodically  in  company  and  regi- 
mental drills.  He  was  a member  of  the  Seceder, 
now  called  the  United  Presbyterian,  Church  at 
Cadiz,  was  a musician,  both  vocal  and  instru- 
mental, the  violin  being  his  favorite  instrument, 
and  as  a young  man  he  taught  singing.  As 
clerk  of  the  Seceder  Church  his  place  was  near 
the  pulpit,  it  being  his  duty  to  announce  and 
line  the  Psalms.  For  a pioneer  busied  with  the 
strenuous  tasks  of  the  wilderness  he  had  an 
unusual  range  of  knowledge,  and  was  a student 
of  Shakespeare  as  well  as  of  the  Bible.  He 
married  in  Pennsylvania  Harriet  Barnett,  and 
their  children  were  John  N.,  James  N.,  William 
B.,  Thomas  H.,  Sarah  Jane,  Jemima  H.,  Joseph, 
Nathan  B.,  Samuel  P.,  George  A.  and  Nancy  E. 

The  oldest  of  these  was  John  Nathan  Haver- 
fleld, who  was  born  May  17,  1820,  and  always 
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lived  in  the  vicinity  of  Cadiz.  October  27,  1842, 
he  married  Emellne  Lavely,  who  was  born  in 
Maryland  April  30,  1822,  daughter  of  John  and 
Annie  (Gorsuch)  Lavely.  The  children  of  John 
N..  Haverfleld  and  wife  were  Henry  L.  and 
Harriet  A.,  both  now  deceased,  William  K.,  a 
resident  of  Denver,  Colorado,  and  Emmett 
Nathan.  The  family  in  this  generation  were 
Methodists,  and  staunch  whigs  and  republicans 
in  politics. 

Emmett  Nathan  Haverfleld  was  born  in  Cadiz 
Township,  Harrison  County,  but  in  1861  his  par- 
ents moved  to  Stock  Township,  where  his 
father  farmed  until  his  death  in  1801.  The 
mother  died  in  1913.  After  getting  his  district 
school  education  in  Stock  Township  Emmett 
Nathan  Haverfleld  took  up  the  responsibilities 
of  farming  there,  but  in  1887  left  the  farm  for 
Cadiz,  where  from  that  year  until  1908  he  was 
in  the  publishing  business.  His  career  as  a 
banker  began  with  the  Farmers  and  Mechanics 
Bank  at  Cadiz,  subsequently  consolidated  with 
the  First  National  Bank  of  Cadiz,  of  which  In- 
stitution he  is  president.  Mr.  Haverfleld  also 
owns  the  old  homestead  of  223  acres,  and  his 
interests  in  farming  have  never  lapsed.  He  is 
a member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
of  Cadiz. 

Mr.  Haverfleld  married  Mary  A.  Finnical, 
daughter  of  Robert  and  Sarah  Margaret 
(Hines)  Finnical.  His  two  children  are  daugh- 
ters, Eva  Deane  and  Anna  Fay.  The  former  is 
the  wife  of  Howard  J.  Smith,  an  employe  of 
the  Hocking  Valley  Railroad  Company  at  Co- 
lumbus, Ohio.  Anna  Fay  died  in  January,  1919, 
was  the  wife  of  Alfred  C.  Long  and  is  survived 
by  a son.  Emmett  Edwin  Long. 

Samuel  Robb.  The  late  Samuel  Robb  was  one 
of  the  best  known  and  successful  citizens  of 
Harrison  County,  and  when  he  died  he  left  a 
name  honored  and  respected  by  the  community. 
For,  while  he  was  successful  in  business  far 
beyond  the  ordinary  degree,  the  methods  he 
used  in  business  affairs  were  always  above  re- 
proach. 

He  was  a native  of  Ireland,  but  of  English 
descent,  his  ancestors  having  left  England  and 
settled  in  Ireland  at  the  time  of  the  religious 
revolution  in  England  during  the  reign  of 
Charles  V.  The  parents  of  Samuel  Robb,  Joseph 
and  Mary  (Porter)  Robb,  were  born  in  Ireland. 
The  Porter  family  was  of  Irish  descent. 

Joseph  Robb  came  to  America  in  1851,  leaving 
his  family  in  Ireland  to  follow  later.  In  that 
same  year  he  settled  in  Harrison  County.  The 
following  year  his  wife  and  children,  with  the 
exception  of  his  three  sons,  Robert,  Samuel  and 
James,  the  latter  at  that  time  about  three  years 
of  age.  came  over  and  joined  the  father.  In 
1859  the  above  three  sons  Joined  the  family  in 
Harrison  County.  Five  days  after  they  arrived 
their  father  was  accidentally  killed.  A horse, 
one  of  a team  he  was  handling,  became  en- 
tangled in  the  harness,  fell  on  Mr.  Robb,  crush- 
ing out  his  life.  His  widow  survived  him  until 
1891.  Twelve  children  were  bom  to  them. 

Samuel  Robb,  third  son  of  his  parents,  was 
bora  at  Mathamacregon,  County  Tyrone,  Ire- 
land, oti  October  29,  1842.  He  was  seventeen 


years  of  age  when  he  came  to  America.  In 
Ireland  he  attended  the  common  schools,  and 
for  two  years  after  coming  to  Harrison  County 
he  attended  the  Craig  School  near  Cadiz. 

The  first  two  years  of  his  business  life  were 
spent  in  the  employ  of  others.  He  then  engaged 
in  buying  and  shipping  sheep  in  partnership 
with  John  Gory.  After  the  death  of  his  partner 
Mr.  Robb  handled  sheep,  cattle  and  hogs  for  a 
number  of  years.  Later  he  began  dealing  in 
blooded  horses.  He  was  the  first  man  to  bring 
thoroughbred  Kentucky  horses  into  Harrison 
County.  One  of  his  famous  Kentucky  horses 
was  “Gold  King,”  a magnificent  stallion  which 
became  noted  among  the  horses  in  this  section 
and  won  many  prizes  at  county  fairs.  Mr. 
Robb’s  home  farm  In  Green  Township,  compris- 
ing 160  acres,  was  well  improved,  and  is  still 
owned  by  his  family.  Several  years  ago  both 
gas  and  oil  were  found  on  his  farm.  He  leased 
the  land  to  operators  who  sunk  a number  of 
wells,  nine  of  which  were  producers.  The  royal- 
ties received  on  gas  and  oil  by  Mr.  Robb  reached 
a large  sum.  On  the  farm  also  Is  found  a 
nine-foot  vein  of  coal  and  large  quantities  of 
fine  timber.  At  one  time  he  owned  a farm  In 
Marshall  County,  Iowa,  which  he  sold,  and  his 
estate  still  owns  land  in  Missouri,  Oklahoma 
and  Florida,  in  which  he  Invested.  He  was  a 
director  in  the  First  National  Bank  of  Hope- 
dale.  Ohio,  and  of  the  Fourth  National  Bank 
of  Cadiz,  and  a stockholder  in  the  Harrison 
National  Bank  of  Cadiz,  the  S’cio  Gas  Company, 
the  Christian  & Todd  County  Telephone  Com- 
pany of  Kentucky  and  In  other  enterprises. 

He  was  a member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
and  was  affiliated  with  the  democratic  party, 
but  never  sought  public  office.  He  was  pro- 
gressive. broad-minded,  a good  citizen  and  a 
most  excellent  man  and  neighbor  and  a kind 
husband  and  father,  ne  died  on  his  home  farm 
on  April  6,  1918. 

On  July  20,  1880,  Mr.  Robb  was  united  in 
marriage  with  Miss  Mollie  C.  Bishop.  She 
was  born  in  Licking  County,  Ohio,  on  December 
25,  1854.  the  daughter  of  Walter  J.  and  Cath- 
erine (Emswiler)  Bishop. 

The  Bishop  family  is  of  English  descent  and 
has  been  in  Virginia  for  several  generations. 
Samuel  Bishop,  grandfather  of  Mrs.  Robb,  was 
a soldier  in  the  War  of  1812.  He  was  born  in 
Hampshire  County,  Virginia,  and  became  a 
pioneer  of  Licking  County,  Ohio,  he  having 
settled  on  the  old  National  road,  fifteen  miles 
east  from  Columbus  at  an  early  date.  He  mar- 
ried Nancy  Summers,  of  Scotch  descent,  who 
was  also  a native  of  Virginia.  Their  children 
were:  John,  Walter  J.,  Mary,  Samuel,  Harriet, 
Rebecca  and  Eli. 

Walter  J.  Bishop  was  born  in  Hampshire 
County.  Virginia.  He  was  a boy  of  seven  years 
when  his  parents  removed  to  Ohio.  He  became 
a successful  farmer  and  well  known  citizen  of 
Licking  County.  His  wife,  Catherine,  was  born 
in  the  Shenandoah  Valley,  Virginia,  the  daugh- 
ter of  George  and  Fannie  (Corbin)  Enswiier. 
The  Emswiler  family  is  of  English  descent. 
Their  American  ancestors  came  over  from  Eng- 
land ip  1622  and  settled  near  Ford’s  Mill  in 
the  Shenandoah  Valley  of  Virginia.  At  least 
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one  Emswiler  served  in  the  American  Revolu- 
tion. The  Emswilers  were  slave  holders;  the 
Bishops  were  abolitionists.  George  Emswiler 
settled  in  Licking  County,  Ohio,  at  about  the 
same  period  as  did  the  Bishops. 

The  children  of  Walter  J.  and  Catherine 
(Emswiler)  Bishop  were:  Eliza  J.,  bora  in  1848, 
married  Philip  Longstreth  and  died  in  August, 
1906,  leaving  one  son,  Walter;  Malissa  Frances, 
born  November  13,  1845,  died  at  the  age  of  fif- 
teen years;  John  H.,  born  in  1848,  now  resides 
in  Oklahoma ; Mollie  C.,  Mrs.  Robb ; and  Sarah 
Emily,  bora  in  1866,  died  in  1871. 

The. children  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Samuel 
Robb  are  as  follows:  (1)  Flora  Catharin,  born 
July  28,  1881,  married  Ross  E.  Mattera,  of 
Harrison  County,  and  they  have  one  daughter, 
Mary  M. ; (2)  Mary  Bishop,  bora  August  11, 
1886,  married  Percy  Keene,  of  Roanoke,  Vir- 
ginia, now  of  Columbus,  and  they  have  two  sons, 
Samuel  E.  and  Percey  M. ; (3)  Irene  Leumas, 
born  on  March  19,  1891,  married  Oscar  Peters, 
of  Roanoke,  Virginia,  now  of  Columbus,  Ohio, 
and  they  have  one  daughter,  Catharin. 

Harry  E.  Phillips  was  for  a long  term  of 
years  Identified  with  railway  service,  and  his 
experience  has  included  also  association  with 
mercantile  business,  but  in  farm  industry  in 
North  Township,  Harrison  County,  he  has 
achieved  his  maximum  success.  He  is  a rep- 
resentative of  a well  known  pioneer  family  of 
Coshocton  County,  Ohio,  where  he  was  born 
August  17,  1862,  and  it  is  interesting  to  record 
also  that  one  of  his  ancestors  on  the  paternal 
side  was  John  Hart,  who  was  one  of  the  signers 
of  that  important  document,  the  Declaration  of 
Independence.  Mr.  Phillips  is  a son  of  Elijah 
H.  and  Melvina  A.  (McMath)  Phillips,  the  for- 
mer of  whom  was  born  in  Coshocton  County, 
this  state,  and  the  latter  in  Harrison  County, 
she  having  been  a daughter  of  James  and  Almira 
McMath  and  her  father  having  been  one  of  the 
early  merchants  at  Deersville,  Harrison  County. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  James  McMath  became  the  par- 
ents of  seven  children — William,  Jesse,  H. 
Adolphus  (the  first  mayor  of  Cadiz,  Ohio), 
Gideon,  Almira,  Lorinda  and  Melvina.  Elijah 
H.  Phillips  became  a representative  merchant 
at  Linton  Mills,  Coshocton  County,  and  there 
he  died  in  1864,  when  his  son  Harry  E.,  of  this 
sketch,  was  a child  of  about  two  years.  Just 
prior  to  his  death  Mr.  Phillips  had  been  actively 
engaged  in  raising  and  organizing  a company 
for  service  in  the  Civil  war.  Of  the  two  chil- 
dren Harry  E.  was  the  firstborn,  and  the  second 
child,  Rosa.  Lee,  died  in  infancy.  After  the 
death  of  her  husband  Mrs.  Phillips  and  her  little 
son  became  inmates  of  the  home  of  her  father, 
who  was  at  that  time  a resident  of  West  Lafay- 
ette, Coshocton  County.  In  1889  she  returned 
to  Dennison,  and  later  she  married  Henry 
Hilller,  of  Tappan.  She  died  in  Dennison,  Ohio, 
in  1911. 

Harry  E.  Phillips  gained  his  early  education 
in  the  public  schools  of  West  Lafayette,  Co- 
shocton County,  and  as  a young  man  of  eighteen 
years  he  found  employment  in  the  roundhouse 
of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  at  Dennison,  Ohio. 
About  eighteen  months  later  he  was  advanced 


to  the  position  of  locomotive  fireman,  and  in 
this  department  of  service  he  continued  five 
years.  By  reason  of  his  impaired  health  he 
was  then  transferred  to  the  position  of  brake- 
man  on  passenger  trains,  and  later  he  was  made 
baggage  master  in  the  train  service.  He  con- 
tinued in  this  department  until  1904,  when  he 
established  his  residence  upon  his  present  farm, 
but  eighteen  months  later  he  engaged  in  the 
general  merchandise  business  at  Conotton,  Har- 
rison County.  This  enterprise  engaged  his  at- 
tention about  three  years,  after  which  he  was 
similarly  engaged  in  the  Village  of  Scio,  this 
county,  about  one  and  one-half  years.  His 
wife's  death  occurred  at  this  time,  and  he  then 
sold  his  business  and  went  to  the  City  of  Cleve- 
land, where  he  re-entered  railroad  service  and 
remained  two  years  in  the  employ  of  the  Lake 
Shore  & Michigan  Southern  Railroad.  He  then 
returned  to  his  present  farm,  which  has  since 
continued  the  stage  of  his  successful  activities 
as  a progressive  agriculturist  and  stock-grower 
and  which  comprises  170  acres.  He  is  a repub- 
lican in  political  allegiance,  is  a member  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and  his  wife  holds 
membership  in  the  Presbyterian  Church,  in  the 
faith  of  which  she  was  reared. 

The  year  1894  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Phillips  to  Miss  Martha  E.  Borland,  daugh- 
ter of  David  Borland,  and  her  death  occurred 
June  22,  1912,  no  children  having  been  born  to 
this  union.  On  the  22d  of  December,  1914,  was 
solemnized  the  marriage  of  Mr.  Phillips  to  Miss 
Leone  Smith,  daughter  of  Stephen  and  Margaret 
(Sharp)  Smith,  residents  of  Bloomfield,  Jeffer- 
son County,  Ohio.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Phillips  have 
no  children. 

Andrew  J.  Morris  is  associated  with  his  sons 
in  the  ownership  and  operation  of  a fine  farm 
estate  of  202  acres  in  Cadiz  Township,  Harri- 
son County,  where  he  established  his  residence 
in  the  year  1901,  upon  coming  to  Ohio  from  his 
native  state  of  West  Virginia,  which  was  still 
a part  of  Virginia  at  the  time  of  his  birth,  and 
which  he  represented  as  a gallant  soldier  of 
the  Union  in  the  Civil  war.  Now  venerable  in 
years,  he  gives  the  active  management  of  the 
farm  over  to  his  sons,  but  still  takes  a lively 
Interest  in  all  of  its  activities  and  maintains  a 
general  supervision  of  affairs,  with  a circum- 
spection and  Judgment  begotten  of  long  and  suc- 
cessful experience.  Mr.  Morris  has  won  a se- 
cure place  in  popular  esteem  within  the  period 
of  his  residence  in  Harrison  County  and  it  is 
pleasing  to  accord  him  merited  recognition  in 
this  history. 

Andrew  J.  Morris  was  born  in  Monongahela 
County,  Virginia  (now  West  Virginia),  on  the 
5th  of  February,  1846,  and  is  a son  of  Ezekiel 
and  Sarah  (Hay hurst)  Morris,  both  likewise 
natives  of  that  county,  where  the  former  was 
born  in  1800,  as  was  also  the  latter,  she  having 
been  a daughter  of  David  and  Rachel  (Warren) 
Hayhurst.  Zedic  Morris,  grandfather  of  the 
subject  of  this  review,  was  bom  in  Delaware 
and  served  as  a patriot  soldier  during  the  War 
of  the  Revolution,  his  entire  period  of  service 
having  comprised  seven  years,  six  months  and 
nine  days.  After  the  close  of  the  war  he  estab- 
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lisbed  his  home  in  Monongahela  County,  West 
Virginia,  where  he  and  his  wife,  whose  family 
name  was  Dawson,  passed  the  remainder  of 
their  lives.  Ezekiel  Morris  passed  his  entire 
life  in  Monongahela  County,  where  his  active 
career  was  marked  by  close  association  with 
farm  enterprise.  Both  he  and  his  wife  were 
members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
and  both  were  venerable  in  years  at  the  time 
of  their  deaths.  They  became  the  parents  of 
thirteen  children — Alpheus,  Lavina,  Elizabeth, 
David  W.,  Sarah  (died  in  childhood),  Michael, 
Marian,  Maria,  Andrew  J.,  James  T.,  Ezekial  A., 
Edgar  (died  in  childhood),  and  Martha  Ann. 

In  his  youth  Andrew  J.  Morris  was  afforded 
the  advantages  of  the  pioneer  subscription 
schools  maintained  in  his  native  county,  and  he 
was  sixteen  years  old  at  the  time  of  the  incep- 
tion of  the  Civil  war,  so  that  he  was  not  eligible 
for  service  in  the  early  stages  of  the  conflict. 
On  the  4th  of  September.  1864.  however,  he 
enlisted  in  Company  G,  First  West  Virginia 
Cavalry,  with  which  he  continued  in  active  ser- 
vice until  the  close  of  the  war,  his  honorable 
discharge  having  been  received  July  8,  1865. 
His  company  was  principally  engaged  in  scout- 
ing service  along  the  line  between  West  Virginia 
and  Ohio,  and  while  he  did  not  take  part  in 
any  major  battles  he  participated  in  a number 
of  skirmishes  and  other  minor  engagements  with 
the  enemy  forces. 

After  the  close  of  the  war  Mr.  Morris  con- 
tinued his  activities  as  a farmer  in  his  native 
state  until  his  removal  to  Harrison  County, 
Ohio,  in  1901.  He  was  thus  engaged  in  Monon- 
gahela County  until  1887,  when  he  removed  to 
Marion  County,  West  Virginia,  where  he  became 
the  owner  of  the  farm  which  was  the  stage  of 
his  farm  enterprise  until  he  sold  the  property 
and  came  to  Ohio,  he  having  also  developed  a 
prosperous  business  in  the  buying  and  shipping 
of  live  stock  in  West  Virginia.  The  well  im- 
proved farm  which  is  his  present  place  of  abode 
is  devoted  to  well  directed  agriculture  and  the 
raising  of  good  grades  of  live  stock,  with  special 
attention  given  to  sheep.  His  political  al- 
legiance is  given  to  the  republican  party,  and 
he  is  affiliated  with  J.  F.  McCready  Post,  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic,  at  Cadiz,  where  he  holds 
membership  also  in  the  Lodge  of  Free  and  Ac- 
cepted Masons  and  the  Lodge  of  the  Independent 
Order  of  Odd  Fellows. 

On  the  6th  of  May,  1869,  was  solemnized  the 
marriage  of  Mr.  Morris  to  Miss  Mary  I.  Berry, 
who  likewise  was  born  and  reared  in  West 
Virginia  and  who  is  a daughter  of  the  late 
Samuel  Berry,  of  Monongahela  County,  that 
state.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Morris  became  the  parents 
of  six  children : Cora  Alice  married  Lee  Murray 
and  is  now  deceased,  she  being  survived  by  three 
children,  Ray,  Bessie  and  Opal  B.,  the  last  men- 
tioned having  been  reared  in  the  home  of  her 
maternal  grandparents  after  the  death  of  her 
mother;  Oliver  Ernest,  Norman  and  Oliver  are 
associated  with  their  father  in  the  management 
of  the  home  farm,  and  Norman  is  married, 
the  maiden  name  of  his  wife  having  been  Eliza- 
beth Dickerson  and  she  being  a representative 
of  one  of  the  old  and  honored  families  of  Har- 
rison County ; Laura  Belle  is  the  wife  of  Howard 


I.  Heavlin,  M.  D.,  of  Cadiz;  and  Eva  May  re- 
mains at  the  parental  home. 

James  T.  Fleming.  Not  all  of  the  successful 
and  representative  farmers  of  Harrison  County 
claim  the  county  as  the  place  of  their  nativity, 
and  an  exception  is  found  in  the  case  of  Mr. 
Fleming,  who  is  the  owner  of  a fine  farm  prop- 
erty of  257  acres  in  Cadiz  Township,  where  he 
established  his  residence  in  October,  1909,  the 
property  having  been  purchased  by  him  In  the 
preceding  year.  Mr.  Fleming  was  born  at  Man- 
nington,  Marion  County,  West  Virginia,  on  the 
31st  of  August,  1866,  and  is  the  only  child  of 
William  C.  and  Lavina  (Taylor)  Fleming,  the 
former  of  whom  was  born  at  Fairmount,  West 
Virginia,  and  the  latter  was  born  in  Greene 
County,  Pennsylvania.  William  C.  Fleming,  a 
son  of  James  Fleming,  was  reared  and  educated 
In  Wrest  Virginia,  where  his  entire  active  career 
was  marked  by  close  and  successful  association 
with  agricultural  industry  and  where  his  death 
occurred  in  1892. 

James  T.  Fleming  acquired  his  youthful  edu- 
cation in  the  public  schools  of  his  native  state, 
and  there  he  continued  to  be  associated  with 
the  work  and  management  of  the  home  farm 
until  his  father’s  death,  when  he  assumed  the 
entire  control  of  its  operation.  He  finally  dis- 
posed of  his  property  interests  in  West  Virginia 
and,  as  previously  noted,  has  been  a successful 
representative  of  farm  industry  in  Harrison 
County,  Ohio,  since  the  autumn  of  1903.  He 
raised  the  various  crops  best  suited  to  the  soil 
and  climate  of  this  section  of  the  Buckeye  State, 
and  in  the  live-stock  department  of  his  farm 
enterprise  he  gives  special  attention  to  the  rais- 
ing of  sheep  of  excellent  grade.  He  is  a demo- 
crat in  politics,  is  affiliated  with  the  Independent 
Order  of  Odd  Fellows  and  the  Knights  of 
Pythias,  and  attends  and  supports  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  of  which  his  wife  is  a mem- 
ber. In  1888  Mr.  Fleming  wedded  Miss  May 
M.  Tetrick,  and  they  have  three  children:  Ina 
is  the  wife  of  Fred  Hatton,  of  Cadiz;  William 
A.  is  associated  in  the  activities  of  the  home 
farm ; and  Gypsie  married  Frank  E.  Mattern, 
of  Cadiz, 

Samuel  Ralph  McCausland.  The  farm  of 
Samuel  Ralph  McCausland  in  Center  Township 
of  Carroll  County  is  one  of  the  well  Improved 
rural  properties  of  this  section  of  Ohio,  and 
the  premises  show  the  care  of  an  efficient 
farmer  and  good  business  man.  He  is  one  of 
the  prominent  dairymen  of  Carroll  County  and 
his  success  and  prosperity  are  largely  due  to 
the  thorough  business  judgment  and  energy  he 
has  put  into  all  his  undertakings. 

Mr.  McCausland  was  born  near  Harlem  in  Lee 
Township,  Carroll  County,  November  21,  1875, 
son  of  Erasmus  J.  and  Mary  (Harsh)  McCaus- 
land. His  grandfather,  Thomas  McCausland, 
was  an  early  settler  in  Lee  Township,  a native 
of  Ireland.  His  old  homestead  in  Lee  Township 
comprised  eighty  acres.  He  and  his  wife  had 
children  named  John,  Erasmus  J.,  Thomas, 
Mary,  Jane,  Mattie,  Emma  and  Florence. 
Erasmus  J.  McCausland  was  a farmer  in  Lee 
Township  for  a number  of  years  and  when  his 
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son  Samuel  was  six  years  old  moved  to  Center 
Township,  where  he  acquired  318  acres  and 
continued  active  farming  until  he  retired.  He 
had  acquired  his  early  education  in  the  Harlem 
Public  School  and  High  School. 

Samuel  R.  McCausland,  the  fourth  in  a family 
of  seven  children,  attended  Washington  Hall 
School  until  he  was  twenty  years  old,  chiefly 
during  the  winter  terms.  In  the  meantime  he 
was  performing  an  increasing  share  of  the  work 
on  his  father’s  large  farm.  In  1900  he  married 
Sarah  R.  Harsh,  daughter  of  Jackson  and  Anna 
(Craven)  Harsh,  of  Harrison  Township.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  McCausland  have  two  children:  Loren 
Harsh,  born  in  1904;  and  Samuel  Ralph,  Jr., 
bom  in  1906. 

Mr.  McCausland’s  first  independent  farm  en- 
terprise was  the  renting  of  207  acres  in  Lee 
Township.  He  continued  there  for  seven  years, 
and  for  five  years  rented  the  Ebersole  farm. 
This  he  conducted  as  a successful  dairy  propo- 
sition, and  he  has  always  been  able  to  make 
money  at  dairying  and  is  also  an  all  around 
stock  farmer.  Mr.  McCausland  gave  up  farm- 
ing to  purchase  a flour  and  feed  mill  in  Rich- 
land County,  Ohio.  He  was  making  profits  out 
of  that  industry,  but  after  a few  months  the 
mill  was  in  the  path  of  the  destructive  flood  of 
1913  and  that  disaster  was  a heavy  loss.  He 
then  determined  to  resume  farming  in  his  home 
county,  and  in  1913  he  bought  102  acres  in 
Center  Township.  That  is  his  present  home, 
and  recently  he  added  120  acres  more,  giving 
him  a large  farm  suitable  for  his  business  as 
a general  farmer  and  dairyman.  He  produces 
large  quantities  of  milk  and  delivers  in  Carroll- 
ton. He  is  also  interested  in  the  raising  of 
Delaine  sheep.  He  is  a stockholder  and  a di- 
rector and  is  now  president  of  the  Farmers 
Exchange  of  Carrollton.  He  is  a charter  mem- 
ber of  the  National  Grange  at  Washington  Hall 
and  in  politics  is  a republican.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
McCausland  are  members  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Carrollton. 

William  Allen  Ray,  of  Center  Township, 
Carroll  County,  has  been  solving  the  problems 
of  farm  life  for  thirty  or  forty  years,  is  still 
one  of  the  busiest  men  in  his  community,  and 
has  accumulated  extensive  interests  represented 
in  the  ownership  of  a large  amount  of  land  and 
by  outside  connections  with  financial  and  other 
enterprises. 

Mr.  Ray  was  born  in  Fox  Township  of  Carroll 
County  September  3,  1854,  son  of  Abraham  and 
Hannah  (Haines)  Ray.  He  is  of  Pennsylvania 
German  ancestry.  His  grandfather,  Thomas 
Ray,  moved  from  Washington  County,  Pennsyl- 
vania, to  Fox  Township  at  an  early  day,  was 
reared  in  that  community  and  married  Lydia 
Roudebush.  Their  family  consisted  of  three 
sons  and  five  daughters.  Abraham  Ray  lived 
for  several  years  in  Fox  Township,  afterward 
in  Washington  Township,  and  devoted  his  life 
to  farming.  He  died  in  1878  and  his  wife  in 
1883. 

Oldest  of  five  children,  William  A.  Ray  ac- 
quired an  education  by  attending  the  winter 
sessions  of  the  Glendale  School  in  Washington 
Township  until  he  was  seventeen  years  old.  He 


learned  farming  by  working  with  his  father,  who 
owned  240  acres,  and  he  planted  and  tilled  a 
number  of  crops  before  he  married  and  started 
life  for  himself. 

In  1881  Mr.  Ray  married  Sarah  M.  Roudebush, 
daughter  of  Matthias  M.  and  Mary  (Marshall) 
Roudebush,  of  Washington  Township.  Six  chil- 
dren were  born  to  their  marriage:  Sherman  A., 
born  in  1882,  a bachelor  who  still  lives  at  home ; 
Lawson  M.,  born  in  1885,  married  Alice  Guess 
and  has  a son,  Kenneth  E.,  now  seven  years 
old ; Minnie  Belle,  Mrs.  Irvin  Pool ; Chester 
Manson;  Daisy  Viola,  who  died  in  1896:  and 
Clayton,  who  died  in  1897,  at  the  age  of  flve 
years. 

After  his  marriage  Mr.  Ray  farmed  a place 
of  eighty  acres  included  in  his  father’s  estate. 
This  he  bought  and  owned  many  years.  For 
five  years  he  lived  on  a 240  acre  farm  at  Specht 
in  Washington  Township,  and  since  February  29, 
1912,  has  lived  at  his  home  place  in  Center 
Township.  He  has  always  farmed  progressively 
and  has  used  a large  acreage  in  his  enterprise. 
His  home  place  in  Center  Township  comprises 
178  acres.  He  also  owns  a farm  of  120  acres 
partly  In  Union  and  partly  in  Center  Township, 
and  forty  acres  in  Washington  Township,  alto- 
gether 338  acres. 

Mr.  Ray  is  a stockholder  in  the  First  National 
Bank  of  Carrollton  and  the  Farmers  Exchange 
of  Carrollton,  and  has  other  fnterests  in  a 
business  way.  He  has  served  as  township 
supervisor  of  Washington  Township  and  as 
school  director,  is  a republican  in  politics  and 
a member  of  the  Disciples  Church  of  Carrollton. 

Albert  R.  Haines.  A strong,  resolute,  well 
poised  and  noble  character  was  that  of  the  late 
Hon.  Albert  R.  Haines,  whose  ability  and 
achievement  enabled  him  to  leave  a marked  and 
worthy  impress  upon  the  history  of  his  native 
county,  and  he  was  one  of  the  most  influential 
and  honored  citizens  of  Carroll  County  at  the 
time  of  his  death,  which  occurred  May  2,  1907, 
at  his  beautiful  old  homestead,  Church  Hill 
Farm,  in  Brown  Township.  He  was  born  in  this 
township  September  15, 1828,  and  Carroll  County 
continued  to  be  his  home  until  the  close  of  his 
long  and  useful  life.  Records  of  indubitable 
authority  show  that  the  founder  of  the  Haines 
family  in  America  was  Jacob  Haines,  who  was 
a devout  member  of  the  Society  of  Friends  and 
who  came  to  America  with  William  Penn  in  the 
early  part  of  the  seventeenth  century.  He  be- 
came a member  of  the  historic  Quaker  or 
Friends  colony  in  Pennsylvania,  where  his  mar- 
riage was  solemnized.  He  became  the  father 
of  four  sons,  and  the  family  continued  to  be  one 
of  prominence  in  Chester  County,  Pennsylvania, 
for  a number  of  generations.  Survey  of  family 
records  indicates  that  Jacob  Haines,  great- 
grandfather of  the  subject  of  this  memoir,  mi- 
grated from  Chester  County,  Pennsylvania,  to 
Frederick  County,  Maryland,  where  his  death 
occurred  in  1820,  his  wife,  Esther,  having  died 
in  1804.  Three  of  their  flve  sons,  John,  Abra- 
ham and  Isaac,  migrated  to  Ohio  about  the  year 
1810  and  settled  In  Stark  and  Carroll  counties. 
Of  these  sons,  John,  grandfather  of  Albert  R., 
married  Margaret  Castleberry  in  Frederick 
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County,  Maryland,  about  the  year  1797,  and 
they  became  pioneer  settlers  in  what  Is  now 
Carroll  County,  Ohio.  They  became  the  parents 
of  three  sons  and  six  daughters,  of  whom 
Joseph,  father  of  Albert  R.,  was  born  In  Fred- 
erick County,  Maryland,  in  1799,  and  who  was 
about  seventeen  years  of  age  when  he  accom- 
panied his  parents  to  Carroll  County  in  1816, 
the  family  home  being  established  in  the  midst 
of  the  forest  wilds,  near  the  present  village  of 
Pekin,  where  the  father  and  his  sturdy  sons 
began  the  reclamation  of  a pioneer  farm. 
Joseph  Haines  married  Hannah,  a daughter  of 
John  and  Catherine  Shriver,  who  came  from 
Maryland  and  became  pioneer  settlers  in  Stark 
County,  where  they  passed  the  remainder  of 
their  lives.  Joseph  Haines  and  his  young  wife 
settled  on  a small  farm  about  a mile  northwest 
of  Pekin,  and  there  were  born  their  four  sons 
and  six  daughters. 

Albert  R.  Haines  was  reared  on  the  old  home 
farm  mentioned  above  and  gained  his  early 
education  in  the  pioneer  schools.  At  the  age  of 
twenty-two  years  he  went  to  Wayne  County, 
Illinois,  and  engaged  in  teaching  school  in  a 
primitive  pioneer  community.  The  death  of  his 
father  caused  him  to  return  home,  and  for  sev- 
eral years  he  had  charge  of  the  old  farm,  be- 
sides devoting  his  attention  to  teaching  during 
the  winter  terms  of  school.  Later  he  became 
the  leading  merchant  in  the  village  of  Malvern, 
where  he  continued  his  association  with  this  line 
of  enterprise  for  a term  of  years.  He  then  pur- 
chased and  removed  to  the  fine  place  to  which 
he  gave  the  name  of  Church  Hill  Farm,  and 
this  he  developed  into  one  of  the  best  improved 
places  in  the  county. 

Mr.  Haines  became  one  of  the  most  influential 
men  in  the  Carroll  County  ranks  of  the  demo- 
cratic party,  and  was  active  in  the  party  coun- 
cils and  campaign  service.  He  was  a frequent 
delegate  to  county  and  state  conventions,  and 
represented  the  Eighteenth  Congressional  Dis- 
trict as  a delegate  to  the  Democratic  National 
Convention  of  1888.  He  represented  his  district 
in  the  State  Senate,  and  his  ability  and  char- 
acter well  equipped  him  for  leadership  In  com- 
munity sentiment  and  action.  He  was  a man  of 
broad  views  and  well  fortified  convictions,  was 
tolerant  in  his  judgment  and  was  kindly  and 
generous  in  his  association  with  his  fellow  men, 
so  that  he  naturally  gained  and  held  secure 
place  in  popular  confidence  and  good  will.  He 
broadened  his  intellectual  ken  by  extended  travel 
throughout  the  various  sections  of  his  native 
land,  besides  which  he  visited  the  principal 
European  countries  In  an  extended  tour  which 
he  initiated  by  crossing  the  Atlantic  in  the 
autumn  of  1889.  So  remarkably  significant  at 
the  present  time  are  the  following  statements 
concerning  Mr.  Haines,  and  taken  from  a pre- 
viously published  review  of  his  career,  that  it 
is  considered  but  consistent  to  reproduce  the 
same  in  this  sketch:  “Mr.  Haines  has  taken 
but  little  part  or  Interest  in  military  affairs. 
In  this  he  believes,  as  did  his  illustrious  Quaker 
ancestors,  that  the  general  diffusion  of  civiliza- 
tion, education,  moral  ethics  and  religion  ought 
so  to  elevate  and  enlighten  all  nations  to  the 
result  that  they  ‘should  learn  war  no  more,’ 


but  live  in  perpetual  peace  and  prosperity.  He 
believes  that  countries  and  governments,  morally 
and  religiously,  have  no  more  right  to  settle 
their  differences  of  opinion  and  their  disputes 
by  the  shedding  of  blood  than  communities  and 
individuals  have;  but  that  all  matters  of  dis- 
pute and  misunderstanding  should  and  can  be 
better  settled  and  adjusted  by  the  justice  and 
wisdom  of  the  people  through  their  leaders  and 
representatives  by  civil  law  and  arbitration. 
He  is  Quaker  enough  to  proclaim  every  day, 
‘Peace  hath  her  victories,  no  less  renowned  than 
war,’  and  philosopher  enough  to  believe,  with 
Franklin,  that  ‘There  never  was  a good  war, 
or  a bad  peace’.’*  It  will  be  remembered  that 
these  estimates  were  published  prior  to  the 
death  of  Mr.  Haines  and  nearly  a quarter  of 
a century  prior  to  the  inception  of  the  great 
World  war. 

In  the  autumn  of  1857  was  solemnized  the 
marriage  of  Mr.  Haines  to  Miss  Almira  Harsh 
who  was  born  in  Harrison  Township,  Carroll 
County,  a daughter  of  Leonard  Harsh,  another 
of  the  honored  pioneers  of  the  county.  Mrs. 
Haines  survived  her  honored  husband  by  more 
than  a decade  and  passed  to  the  life  eternal  on 
the  29th  of  July,  1919,  both  having  been  mem- 
bers of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  They  became 
the  parents  of  four  children:  Lula  Hannah  is 
the  wife  of  Joseph  T.  Wallace,  of  Los  Angeles, 
California,  and  they  have  one  son,  Albert. 
Joetta  is  the  wife  of  Walter  Myers,  of  Minne- 
apolis, Minnesota ; Minnie  Albert  is  the  wife  of 
Isaac  N.  Pennock,  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  and  they 
have  two  sons,  Robert  and  Paul;  and  Carrie 
Elizabeth  is  the  wife  of  William  S.  Moses,  of 
whom  individual  record  is  made  following, 
their  place  of  residence  being  the  old  home  farm 
of  her  father. 

William  S.  Moses  has  so  directed  his  energies 
and  policies  as  to  gain  secure  place  as  one  of 
the  substantial  and  representative  exponents  of 
farm  industry  in  his  native  county,  and  the 
estate  which  Is  the  stage  of  his  progressive 
activities  is  what  is  known  as  the  old  home- 
stead of  his  father-in-law,  the  late  Hon.  Albert 
R.  Haines,  who  was  one  of  the  honored  and 
influential  citizens  of  Carroll  County  and  whose 
fine  old  homestead,  now  under  the  active  con- 
trol of  Mr.  Moses,  of  this  review,  is  situated  in 
Brown  Township,  not  far  distant  from  the 
Village  of  Malvern. 

William  S.  Moses  was  born  in  Harrison  Town- 
ship, Carroll  County,  in  the  year  1865,  and  Is  a 
son  of  Jacob  and  Margaret  (Woods)  Moses,  the 
mother  having  been  a daughter  of  the  late 
George  Woods,  of  whom  more  specific  mention 
is  made  on  other  pages  of  this  volume.  Jacob 
Moses  was  a son  of  John  and  Rebecca  (Stattler) 
Moses,  who  were  early  settlers  in  Rose  Town- 
ship, Carroll  County,  where  they  secured  and 
settled  on  a tract  of  Government  land,  the  same 
having  remained  in  the  possession  of  their 
descendants  until  1919,  when  the  property  was 
sold.  Jacob  Moses  was  born  in  Westmoreland 
County.  Pennsylvania,  and  was  a boy  at  the  time 
of  the  family  removal  to  Carroll  County,  Ohio, 
where  for  many  years  he  was  successfully  en- 
gaged in  farm  enterprise  and  where  in  earlier 
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life  he  worked  at  his  trade,  that  of  millwright. 
He  died  in  1917,  at  the  venerable  age  of  eighty- 
nine  years,  and  his  widow  passed  away  in  1911, 
one  of  the  aged  and  revered  pioneer  women  of 
the  county.  Both  were  earnest  members  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  though  the  father 
was  reared  in  the  faith  of  and  originally  held 
membership  in  the  Lutheran  Church.  His  po- 
litical allegiance  was  given  to  the  republican 
party.  The  children  of  Jacob  and  Margaret 
(Woods)  Moses  were  five  In  number — Mollie, 
Isaac,  William  S'.,  George  and  Catherine. 

William  S.  Moses  was  reared  on  the  old  home 
farm  in  Harrison  Township,  and  his  early  edu- 
cational advantages  were  those  of  the  public 
schools.  He  made  good  use  of  his  opportunities 
and  so  fortified  himself  that  he  became  eligible 
for  the  pedagogic  profession  and  was  for  several 
years  a successful  teacher  in  the  rural  schools 
of  his  native  county.  His  active  career,  how- 
ever, has  been  mainly  one  of  close  and  success- 
ful association  with  the  basic  industries  of 
agriculture  and  stock-growing,  and  since  * the 
time  of  his  marriage  he  has  remained  on  the 
old  home  farm  of  his  wife’s  father,  the  same 
comprising  240  acres  of  excellent  land  and  the 
place  being  one  of  the  well  improved  and  model 
farms  of  Brown  Township.  Mr.  Moses  gives 
special  attention  to  the  breeding  and  raising 
of  Holstein  cattle  with  an  average  herd  of  about 
twenty-five  head,  and  he  is  essentially  vital  and 
progressive  in  all  departments  of  his  farm  enter- 
prise. In  politics  he  gives  his  loyal  support  to 
the  cause  of  the  republican  party,  but  he  has 
had  no  desire  for  the  honors  or  emoluments  of 
public  office  of  any  kind. 

December  27,  1893,  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Moses  to  Miss  Carrie  Elizabeth  Haines,  who 
was  born  and  reared  In  Carroll  County,  the 
place  of  her  birth  having  been  the  old  home- 
stead on  which  she  and  her  husband  now  re- 
side. To  her  father,  Hon.  Albert  R.  Haines,  a 
memorial  tribute  is  paid  on  other  pages  of  this 
work,  so  that  further  record  concerning  the 
family  is  not  here  demanded.  Mrs.  Moses  at- 
tended the  public  schools  of  Malvern,  including 
the  high  school,  and  thereafter  completed  a 
course  of  study  in  Steubenville  Seminary  at  the 
county  seat  of  Jefferson  County.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Moses  have  three  children:  Almira  attended 
the  Malvern  High  School  and  at  the  time  of 
this  writing,  in  i920,  is  a student  in  the  Dodge 
School  of  Telegraphy  at  Valparaiso,  Indiana; 
Merton  S.  was  graduated  In  the  Minerva  High 
School  and  In  1920  was  graduated  in  the  depart- 
ment of  electrical  engineering  in  the  Ohio 
Northern  University  at  Ada ; and  Thomas  H.  is 
a member  of  the  class  of  1921  in  the  Minerva 
High  School. 

Charles  I.  Kirkpatrick,  who  is  now  success- 
fully engaged  in  the  retail  grocery  business  at 
Malvern,  with  a well  equipped  establishment 
that  receives  a representative  patronage,  has 
been  a resident ‘of  Carroll  County  from  the  time 
of  his  birth  and  in  both  the  paternal  and  ma- 
ternal lines  is  a scion  of  honored  pioneer  fami- 
lies of  this  county. 

Charles  Isaac  Kirkpatrick  was  born  In  Brown 
Township,  this  county,  on  the  8th  of  December, 


1867,  and  is  a son  of  Isaac  and*  Nancy  (Reed) 
Kirkpatrick,  the  former  of  whom  was  born  In 
Westmoreland  County,  Pennsylvania,  in  1824, 
and  the  latter  of  whom  was  born  in  Brown 
Township,  Carroll  County,  Ohio,  in  1825,  she 
having  been  a daughter  of  John  Reed,  who  was 
born  In  Pennsylvania  in  1796,  and  whose  father, 
John  Reed,  Sr.,  came  to  Carroll  County  in  the 
early  pioneer  days  and  here  passed  the  remain- 
der of  his  life.  John  Reed,  Jr.,  became  one  of 
the  prosperous  farmers  of  Carroll  County,  and 
here  his  death  occurred  August  22,  1872.  He 
came  to  this  county  about  the  year  1820,  and 
his  original  farm  was  in  Brown  Township, 
whence  he  later  moved  to  what  is  now  known 
as  the  J.  W.  Gorell  farm,  where  his  death  oc- 
curred. His  wife,  whose  maiden  name  was 
Jane  Thompson,  was  likewise  a native  of  the 
old  Keystone  State,  and  her  death  occurred  in 
1867.  They  became  the  parents  of  seven  chil- 
dren : William,  Nancy,  Elizabeth,  John,  Mary, 
Robert  and  Eliza. 

Isaac  Kirkpatrick  was  a son  of  William  and 
Betsey  (Swisshelm)  Kirkpatrick,  both  natives 
of  Pennsylvania.  William  Kirkpatrick  was  born 
and  reared  in  Westmoreland  County,  that  state, 
and  there  continued  his  activities  as  a farmer 
until  1832.  when  he  came  with  his  family  to 
Carroll  County,  Ohio,  and  purchased  120  acres 
of  land  in  Brown  Township.  There  he  passed 
the  remainder  of  his  life,  his  death  having  oc- 
curred in  1841  and  his  wife  having  passed  away 
in  the  preceding  year.  They  became  the  parents 
of  six  children : Betsey,  Nancy,  Priscilla,  Cath- 
erine (Mrs.  McKinney),  Joseph  S.  and  Isaac. 

Isaac  Kirkpatrick  was  eight  years  of  age  at 
the  time  when  the  family  home  was  established 
in  Carroll  County,  where  he  was  reared  to  man- 
hood and  where  eventually  he  came  into  pos- 
session of  his  father’s  old  homestead  farm.  He 
continued  as  one  of  the  representative  expo- 
nents of  farm  enterprise  in  Brown  Township 
until  his  death,  on  the  12th  of  December,  1891, 
and  his  devoted  wife  passed  away  on  the  2d 
of  the  following  March.  They  became  the  par- 
ents of  eight  children:  Almira,  Elva,  John, 

Jane.  William,  James,  Oliver  and  Charles  Isaac. 

Charles  Isaac  Kirkpatrick  passed  the  period 
of  his  childhood  and  early  youth  on  the  old 
home  farm  which  was  the  place  of  his  birth,  and 
in  the  meanwhile  received  the  advantages  of  the 
public  schools  of  Brown  Township.  He  contin- 
ued his  active  alliance  with  farm  industry  in 
Brown  Township  until  1892,  when  he  estab- 
lished his  residence  in  the  village  of  Malvern. 
For  the  ensuing  period  of  about  twenty  years 
he  was  employed  in  various  manufacturing  es- 
tablishments in  this  village,  and  In  1913  he 
here  engaged  in  the  grocery  trade,  to  which  he 
has  since  given  his  attention.  His  political 
allegiance  is  given  to  the  republican  party,  he 
is  affiliated  with  the  Knights  of  Pythias  and  the 
Fraternal  Order  of  Eagles,  and  he  and  his  wife 
hold  membership  In  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  in  their  home  village. 

The  year  1891  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Kirkpatrick  to  Miss  Sadie  DeWalt,  who  was 
born  in  Stark  County,  Ohio,  October  26,  1866,  a 
daughter  of  Henry  and  Caroline  (Fogle)  De- 
Walt,  who  passed  their  entire  lives  in  that 
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county.  Mr.  DeWalt,  a carpenter  by  trade  and 
vocation,  died  in  1908,  aged  fifty-five  years,  and 
his  widow  passed  away  in  1911,  aged  fifty-eight 
years.  They  became  the  parents  of  ten  chil- 
dren, of  whom  five  are  living  at  the  time  of  this 
writing,  in  1920.  Henry  DeWalt  was  a son  of 
Adam  and  Sarah  (Hershbarger)  DeWalt,  the 
former  having  been  a native  of  Germany  and 
having  been  a pioneer  settler  in  Stark  County, 
Ohio,  where  he  passed  the  remainder  of  his  life. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Kirkpatrick  have  no  children. 

Jonathan  Kimmel  passed  his  entire  life  in 
Harrison  County,  was  a successful  representa- 
tive of  farm  industry  throughout  his  entire  ac- 
tive career  and  was  known  alike  for  his  sterling 
character  and  his  business  acumen.  He  was  an 
influential  and  honored  representative  of  a fam- 
ily whose  name  has  been  one  of  prominence  in 
Harrison  County  for  more  than  a cetury  and 
the  various  generations  of  which  have  contrib- 
uted materially  to  the  development  and  advance- 
ment of  this  now  favored  section  of  the  Buckeye 
state.  Such  are  the  families  whose  achievement 
justifies  the  compilation  of  histories  of  this  na- 
ture, and  in  Harrison  County  none  is  more 
worthy  of  consideration  than  that  of  which  the 
subject  of  this  memoir  was  a member. 

Jonathan  Kimmel  was  born  in  a pioneer  log 
cabin  in  Rumley  Township,  Harrison  County, 
on  the  15th  of  July,  1815,  and  in  his  fine  farm 
residence,  near  the  site  of  this  log  cabin,  his 
death  occur  red  on  the  13  th  of  July,  1894,  his 
entire  life  having  been  passed  in  his  native 
township  save  for  a period  of  nine  years  during 
which  he  was  engaged  in  farm  enterprise  in 
North  Township.  His  father,  Henry  Kimmel, 
was  born  in  Pennsylvania  in  1789,  and  in  June, 
1814,  he  married  Miss  Christena  Gidenger,  who 
was  born  in  Somerset  County,  Pennsylvania, 
and  who  was  fourteen  years  of  age  when  she 
accompanied  her  parents  to  Harrison  County, 
Ohio,  in  1808.  Mrs.  Kimmel  was  a daughter  of 
Martin  and  Elizabeth  B.  Gidinger,  both  of  whom 
were  born  in  Germany.  Mrs.  Kimmel  was 
born  on  March  7,  1794,  and  died  in  October, 
1894,  one  of  the  most  venerable  and  revered  pio- 
neer women  of  Harrison  County  at  the  time  of 
her  death,  at  the  remarkable  age  of  100  years, 
six  months  and  26  days,  and  her  memory  com- 
passed virtually  the  entire  period  marking  the 
development  of  the  county  from  the  forest  wilds 
into  one  of  the  beautiful  and  progressive  sec- 
tions of  Ohio.  Her  husband  was  well  advanced 
in  years  at  the  time  of  his  death,  and  had  been 
one  of  the  substantial  farmers  of  Rumley  Town- 
ship. He  was  a son  of  Leonard  Kimmel,  who 
was  born  in  Germany  in  1741,  and  who  was  a 
youth  when  he  severed  the  ties  that  bound  him 
to  his  native  land  and  came  to  America  in  1758. 
He  settled  in  Somerset  County,  Pennsylvania, 
and  there  he  married  Miss  Susan  Zimmerman, 
whose  parents  were  very  early  settlers  in  that 
county.  Leonard  and  Susan  Kimmel  became 
the  parents  of  eight  children:  John,  Adam, 

Henry,  Leonard,  Frederick,  Nancy,  Mary  and 
Susannah.  About  the  opening  of  the  nineteenth 
century  the  family  removed  to  West  Virginia, 
where  a home  was  established  on  Cheat  River. 
There  the  three  elder  sons  engaged  in  the  manu- 


facture of  millstones,  which  were  shipped  on 
rafts  to  different  points  on  the  Ohio  River,  in- 
cluding those  used  in  a pioneer  mill  at  Sclo, 
Harrison  County,  Ohio.  From  the  proceeds  de- 
rived from  this  manufacturing  enterprise  the 
three  brothers  made  investment  in  wild  lands 
in  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  where  they  acquired 
about  800  acres.  In  1807  Leonard  Kimmel,  the 
next  younger  brother,  established  his  home  on 
an  embryonic  farm  in  Rumley  Township.  He 
reclaimed  a goodly  part  of  his  land  to  cultiva- 
tion and  here  remained  until  his  death  in  1825, 
his  widow  having  parsed  away  in  1828. 

Henry  Kimmel  continued  as  one  of  the  repre- 
sentative farmers  and  citizens  of  Rumley  Town- 
ship until  the  close  of  his  long  and  useful  life, 
and  both  he  and  his  wife  were  earnest  com- 
municants of  the  Lutheran  Church.  Their  chil- 
dren were  eight  in  number:  Susan  (Mrs.  W. 
Crumrine),  Jonathan.  Henry,  Abraham.  Eliza- 
beth (Mrs.  William  Schilling),  Isaac,  Christena 
(Mrs.  M.  Sawvel)  and  John.  Isaac  enlisted  for 
service  in  the  Union  army  at  the  inception  of 
the  Civil  war,  was  captured  by  the  enemy  and 
died  in  a southern  war  prison. 

Jonathan  Kimmel  exemplified  in  character 
and  achievement  the  sterling  attributes  which 
has  significantly  marked  the  family  of  which  he 
was  a member,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  he 
was  the  owner  of  a large  and  valuable  farm 
estate  in  Rumley  Township,  the  property  being 
still  in  the  possession  of  the  family  and  the 
sons  having  prestige  as  leading  exponents  of 
farm  industry  in  their  native  county. 

In  January,  1836.  was  solemnized  the  mar- 
riage of  Jonathan  Kimmel  to  Miss  Maria  Cath- 
arine Nupp,  daughter  of  John  P.  and  Catharine 
(Wolf)  Nupp,  of  Gettysburg,  Pennsylvania.  Mr. 
Kimmel  was  Influential  in  locafl  affairs  and 
served  twenty  years  as  trustee  of  Rumley  Town- 
ship. Both  he  and  his  wife  were  active  com- 
municants of  the  Lutheran  Church.  They  be- 
came the  parents  of  eleven  children : Sarah 

Jane  is  the  widow  of  Jacob  Condo,  of  Germano, 
Harrison  County;  Elizabeth,  who  was  the  widow 
of  Jacob  Stahl,  of  this  county,  died  in  1916; 
Nimrod  was  killed  while  serving  as  a member 
of  an  Ohio  regiment  in  the  Civil  war;  Christena 
still  resides  in  Harrison  County;  Titus  is  de- 
ceased; Simon  P.  is  a farmer  in  Rumley  Town- 
ship: Jonathan,  Jr.,  is  more  specifically  men- 
tioned in  following  paragraphs;  George  is  de- 
ceased: Isaac  is  the  subject  of  more  individual 
consideration  in  a later  paragraph;  and  Mary 
Magdalena  and  Martin  are  deceased. 

Jonathan  Kimmel.  Jr.,  and  his  brother  Isaac 
have  always  lived  on  the  old  home  farm,  which 
represents  land  taken  from  the  Government  by 
their  grandfather  more  than  a century  ago,  the 
property  having  remained  continuously  in  pos- 
session of  the  family  during  4he  long  interven- 
ing years  and  the  two  brothers  being  associated 
in  the  ownership  of  this  valuable  property, 
which  comprises  201  acres.  The  brothers  have 
secure  place  as  successful  representatives  of 
agricultural  and  live-stock  enterprise  in  their 
native  county,  and  in  all  of  the  relations  of  life 
they  are  well  upholding  the  honors  of  the  name 
which  they  bear — a name  that  has  been  one  of 
prominence  and  significance  in  connection  with 
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the  civic  and  material  development  and  upbuild- 
ing of  Harrison  County.  Jonathan  Kimmel,  Jr., 
is  a bachelor,  and  Isaac,  on  the  25tb  of  January, 
1898.  married  Miss’  Jennie  Abel,  whose  death 
occurred  on  the  26th  of  June,  1914.

Robert  T.  ArrowsmitR.  Contributing  defi- 
nitely tb  the ‘ind  ustrial  prestige  of  the  village 
of  Scio,  Harrison  County,’ as  a substantial  man- 
ufacturer of  wooden  oil  tanks,  Mr.  Arrowsmith 
is  following  a line  of  enterprise  with  which  he 
became  associated  In  his  youth  and  in  which 
his  father  became  a successful  representative 
in  the  state  of  Pennsylvania.  Mr.  Arrowsmith 
was  born  at  Basking  Ridge,  New  Jersey,  on  the 
14th  of  October,  1873,  and  is  a son  of  Robert  T. 
and  Sarah  (Rankin)  Arrowsmith,  the  former  of 
whom  died  in  1918,  at  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania, 
in  which  city  his  widow  still  resides.  The  fa- 
ther removed  tb  the  northwestern  part  of  Penn- 
sylvania in  $*65,  rtnd  long  maintained  his  resi- 
dence at  Pittsburgh. ■ He  developed  a prosper- 
ous business  in  the  inannfacturing  of  oil  tanks, 
and  was  otherwise  associated  with  the  oil  in- 
dustry in  the  Keystone  State. 

He  whose  name  initiates  this  review7  acquired 
his  early  education  principally  in  the  public 
schools  of  Warren,  Pennsylvania,  and  as  a young 
man  became  associated  in  his  father’s  business, 
under  the  firm  name  of  Robert  T.  Arrowsmith 
& Son.  He  contihued  his  residence  in  Pennsyl- 
vania until  1898,  when  he’ came  to  Harrison 
County.  Ohio,  where  he  has  since  been  success- 
fully engaged  in  the  manufacturing  of  wooden 
oil  tanks,  and  where  also  he  has  been  president 
of  the  Bell  Drilling  Company  from  the  time  of 
its  organization  In  1910.  * This  company  has 
developed  a substantial  business  in  the  drilling 
of  oil  wells  in  this  section  of  Ohio.  In  politics 
Mr.  Arrowsmith  fs  independent,  and  he  and  his 
wife  are  zealous  and  valued  members  of  the 
Presbyterian  Chhrch  at  - SCio,  in  which  he  is 
serving  as  an  elder. 

In  1909  was  sole^iKized  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Arrowsmith  to-  Mfes#$B$tfe  Master,  daughter  of 
William  A.  and  Htoyiefta  (McGavern)  Master, 
of  Harrison  C6unt£,  JmPthe  five  children  of  this 
union  are i ‘ WilliftB&,  Elizabeth,  Robert  T.  (Ill), 
Henrietta  and  Martha  Jane. 

William  Glenn  Waddle,  D.  D.  It  was  a case 
of  walking-  ih  the  footsteps  of  his  father  when 
Rev.  William  Glenn  Waddle,  of  New  Athens,  * 
entered  the  ministry*  He  is  a son  of  Dr.  Ben- 
jamin Waddle,  who  devoted  more  than  fifty 
years  of  his  life  to  the  ministry.  William  Glenn 
Waddle  was  born  February  12,  1835,  at  Rush- 
ville,  Fairfield  County,  Ohio.  On  the  first  Sab- 
bath in  November,  1919,  he  rounded  out  fifty 
years  of  continuous  service  in  the  same  church 
— CassVille  United  Presbyterian,  having  filled 
his  pulpit  regularly  for  a half  century.  Father 
and  son  gave  more  than  a century  to  the  gospel 
ministry. 

Dr.  Benjamin  Waddle  was  born  June  2,  1802, 
at  Wheeling,  West  Virginia,  and  he  earned  the 
funds  necessary  to  defray  his  expenses  as  a 
student  in  the  Wheeling  Academy  while  fitting 
himself  for  the  ministry.  He  later  studied  the- 
ology at  the  Associated  Reformed  Seminary  at 


Allegheny,  and  on  April  28,  1828,  he  was  licensed 
as  a gospel  minister.  He  held  pastorates  at 
Jonathan's  Creek,  New  Concord  and  Kenton,  and 
he  was  always  active  in  promoting  educational 
enterprises.  He  was  the  founder  of  Muskihgum 
College,  and  It 'Was  throdgh  hi&  efforts  that  that 
institution  was  located  «t  .New.  Concord.'  - His 
son.  Dr.  W.  G.  Waddle,. and  thi#  daughter,  Eliza- 
beth Waddle,  Were  graduated  from  the.  same 
college,  and  at  the  death  of.  Dr.  Waddle  on  Oc- 
tober 13,*  1920,  be  was  the' oldest  living- gradu- 
ate of  the  institution. 

In  1829  Dr.  Benjamin  Waddle: married  Martha 
A.  Glenii.  of  Allegheny  County,  Pennsylvania,  a 
young  woman  of  fScotch-lrisb  ancestry,  and  Dr. 
William  Glenn  Waddle  was  one. of  the  five  chil- 
dren born  to  them.  He  had  a rudimentary  edu- 
cation in  the  common  schools,  and  when  he  was 
twelve  years  old  he  entered  Muskingum  college. 
He  graduated  from  there  in  the. 1855  class,  and 
immediately  entered  Allegheny  Seminary,  where 
he  studied  theology.  On  October  13,  1857,  Doc- 
ton  Waddle  was  licensed  by  the  Second  Ohio 
Presbytery,  and  on  November  16,  1859,  he  was 
ordained  to  the  ministry  by  the  Wheeling  United 
Presbyterian  Presbytery.  IP  many  ways  father 
and  son  had  similar  experiences  in  the  ministry. 
The  son  embarked  in  a limited  way  in  poiitcs, 
and  with  the  consent  of  his  congregation  In 
1873-4  he  was  a member  of  the  Ohio  Constitu- 
tional Convention. 

On  June  5,  1860,  Doctor  Waddle  married 
Janette  S.  / Easton.  She  came  of  ministerial 
Stock,  being  a daughter  of  Dr.  John  S.  Easton, 
who  on ihe  from  Scotland  as  early  as  1813,  and 
he  was  a licensed  minister  in  the  Philadelphia 
Associate  Presbytery.  On  June  24,  1834,  Doctor 
Easton  entered  upon  his  first  pastorate  at  Kish- 
ocoquillas,  Pennsylvania,  and  after  eighteen 
years  in  one  pulpit  he  went  to  Scroggsfleld,  Car- 
roll  Coulrty,  Ohio,  remaining  there  eleven  years. 
In  I860  he  went  to  Allegheny,  Pennsylvania, 
where  he  became  nil  associate  editor  of  The 
United  Presbyterian,  and ^ at  the  same  time 
served  a chfifeh  in  Bnatidock,  where  he  remained 
seven  years.  Jle  -died  ’July  25,  1879,  in  Alle- 
gheny.  Mrs.  Waddle  was  a graduate  of  Wash- 
ington (Pa.)  Female  Seminar^,  class  of  1858, 
and' at  the  time  of  her  death,  on  September  27, 
1920,  she  was  the  oldest  living  graduate  of 
that  seminary. 

While  engaged  in  ministerial  labors  .Doctor 
and  Mrs.  Waddle  lived  many  years  on  a farm 
in  Short  Creek  Township,  The  Commemorative 
Record  snyine:  4<The1r  beautiful  home,  sur- 

rounded by  the  pleasures  and  evidence  .of  a 
handsome  competence,  is  located  in  a little  val- 
ley, while  on  every  hand  the  hills  whose  peaks 
are  the  first  to  catch  and  the  last  to  hold  the 
coming,  splendor  of  the  dawn  and  the  fading 
glory  of  the  day.  are  mute  but  eloquent  wit- 
nesses of  the  power,  majesty  and  wisdom  of  the 
great  Creator.  The  surrounding  fields  give  evi- 
dence of  a careful  husbandry,  and  plainly  show 
that  it  is  there  the  Doctor  seeks  recreation 
from  the  fatigue  of  his  labors  and  close  con- 
finement of  his  study.” 

In  1911  Doctor  and  Mrs.  Waddle  gave  up  their 
farm  home  and  came  to  live  in  New  Athens, 
although  for  several  years  he  continued  in  the 
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ministry.  He  was  an  honorary  director  of  the 
Pittsburg  Theological  Seminary,  and  for  many 
years  was  a member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  Franklin  College. 

Habvey  C.  Ramsey,  a retired  farmer  of  Not- 
tingham Township,  now  residing  in  the  city  of 
Cadiz,  was  born  on  the  farm  which  he  still 
owns  in  the  above  township  April  19,  1859.  He 
is  a son  of  John  C.  and  Sarah  J.  (Hines)  Ram- 
sey, the  former  of  whom  was  born  in  Washing- 
ton County,  Pennsylvania,  November  4,  1823, 
and  the  latter  of  whom  was  born  and  reared  in 
Nottingham  Township,  Harrison  County,  Ohio, 
where  her  parents,  Isaac  and  Sarah  (Patter- 
son) Hines,  were  representative  pioneer  citi- 
zens. John  C.  Ramsey  was  a son  of  William 
and  Mary  (Anderson)  Ramsey,  and  was  sixteen 
years  of  age  when  he  accompanied  his  parents 
from  the  old  Keystone  State  to  Harrison  County, 
where  he  was  reared  to  manhood  and  where 
he  learned  the  trade  of  cooper,  to  which  he  de- 
voted his  attention  for  a number  of  years. 
March  16,  1847,  he  married  Miss  Sarah  J.  Hines, 
and  her  death  occurred  in  1865.  They  became 
the  parents  of  eight  children:  Isaac  L.,  Mary 
E.,  William  B.,  John  F.,  James  P.,  Harvey  C., 
Robert  F.,  and  Martha  A.  The  second  marriage 
of  John  C.  Ramsey  was  with  Miss  Emily  Ford, 
who  was  born  in  Harrison  County  in  1825,  and 
whose  death  here  occurred  in  1880.  In  1882 
Mr.  Ramsey  married  Miss  Angeline  Hines,  who 
was  born  October  31,  1831,  a daughter  of  Abra- 
ham and  Hannah  (Carson)  Hines,  of  Harrison 
County.  Mr.  Ramsey  resided  on  his  farm  in 
section  6,  Nottingham  Township,  from  the  time 
of  his  first  marriage  until  that  of  his  death, 
and  he  was  one  of  the  honored  and  influential 
citizens  of  that  township.  He  became  one  of 
the  most  zealous  advocates  and  supporters  of 
the  cause  of  the  Prohibition  party  and  was  a 
resourceful  worker  in  its  ranks  in  Harrison 
County.  His  religious  faith  was  that  of  the 
Disciples  or  Christian  Church.  His  death  oc- 
curred on  the  7th  of  February,  1898,  and  his 
widow  died  when  about  seventy-five  years  of 
age. 

Harvey  C.  Ramsey  gained  his  early  education 
in  the  schools  of  Nottingham  and  Cadiz  town- 
ships, and  as  a young  man,  in  1882,  he  went  to 
Williamson  County,  Tennessee.  There  he  was 
engaged  in  farm  enterprise  for  the  ensuing  four 
years,  at  the  expiration  of  which  he  returned  to 
his  native  township,  where  he  continued  farm- 
ing, his  place  being  a part  of  the  old  homestead 
on  which  he  was  bora  and  reared,  he  having 
returned  to  this  place  in  the  autumn  of  1913. 
For  the  past  twenty-five  years  he  has  given 
much  of  his  time  to  work  at  the  carpenter’s 
trade,  which  for  the  past  decade  has  received 
the  major  part  of  his  time.  He  has  erected 
numerous  buildings  in  Nottingham  and  adjacent 
township,  and  is  known  as  a skilled  artisan. 
He  is  a republican  in  politics,  and  both  he  and 
his  wife  are  active  members  of  the  Christian 
Church. 

June  14,  1893,  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Ramsey  to  Miss  Ida  A.  Haverfield,  who  was 
bora  in  Cadiz  Township,  this  county,  a daughter 
of  Gillespie  and  Sarah  J.  (Hines)  Haverfield, 


both  likewise  natives  of  Cadiz  Township.  Mr. 
Haverfield  was  bora  November  14,  1818,  and  his 
death  occurred  March  17,  1882.  JBUs  entire  life 
was  passed  in  Cadiz  Township,  where  he  became 
a representative  farmer.  The  family  name  of 
his  first  wife  was  Clifford,  and  they  became  the 
parents  of  two  sons,  Clifford  and  Joseph,  both 
deceased.  The  second  wife  likewise  is  deceased, 
and  of  this  second  union  were  born  seven  chil- 
dren: William  H.  (a  clergyman  of  the  Meth- 
odist Episcopal  Church),  Mary  Isabel  (de- 
ceased), Catherine,  Sherman,  Ida  A.,  Jeanette 
and  Martha.  Mr.  Haverfield  held  membership 
in  the  United  Brethren  Church  and  his  wife  was 
a member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ramsey  have  no  children.

R.  Nash  Ovekholt.  Occupying  a place  of  note 
in  the  business  life  of  Carroll  County,  R.  Nash 
Overholt,  of  Carrollton,  has  achieved  success  as 
a merchant,  being  proprietor  of  a finely  stocked 
and  extensively  patronized  shoe  store  located 
at  79  Main  street.  A son  of  the  late  Anthony 
Overholt,  he  was  born  in  Medina  County,  Ohio, 
April  4,  1868.  He  comes  of  substantial  pioneer 
stock,  his  paternal  grandparents,  Joseph  and 
Elizabeth  (Tinsman)  Overholt,  having  been 
among  the  earlier  settlers  of  Medina  County, 
where  they  cleared  and  improved  a homestead 
from  its  virgin  wildness. 

A life-long  resident  of  Medina  County,  Ohio, 
Anthony  Overholt  was  born  in  1835,  and  died 
In  1917.  As  a boy  and  youth  he  assisted  in  the 
pioneer  task  of  reclaiming  a homestead  from  its 
original  condition,  under  his  father’s  tutelage 
becoming  familiar  with  agriculture.  Becoming 
a farmer  from  choice,  he  met  with  good  success 
as  a tiller  of  the  soil  and  stock  raiser.  His 
wife,  whose  maiden  name  was  Hannah  Nash, 
was  bora  in  1840  in  Medina  County,  Ohio,  where 
her  parents  were  pioneer  settlers,  and  died  on 
the  home  farm  in  1913.  Five  children  were 
born  of  their  union,  as  follows:  Almira,  who 

died  in  infancy ; Ida  Schaub ; Minerva ; R.  Nash, 
the  special  subject  of  this  brief  sketch;  and 
Alverna  Harter.  The  father  was  a loyal  ad- 
herent of  the  republican  party  for  many  years, 
but  later  in  life  became  identified  with  the  pro- 
hibitionists. Both  he  and  his  wife  were  faithful 
members  of  the  Mennonite  Church. 

Brought  up  on  the  parental  homestead,  R. 
Nash  Overholt  acquired  his  elementary  educa- 
tion in  the  rural  schools  of  Medina  County,  and 
later  graduated  from  the  Wadsworth  Normal 
School.  The  life  of  a farmer  not  appealing  to 
him,  he  began  his  active  career  as  teacher  in 
the  district  schools  of  Wadsworth  Township 
and  later  embarked  in  business  on  his  own  ac- 
count, continuing  there  as  a shoe  dealer  until 
1908.  Coming  in  that  year  to  Carrollton.  Mr. 
Over  holt  purchased  the  stock  and  good  will  of 
Jacob  Helfrech,  and  for  ten  years  carried  on  a 
business  in  the  Helfrech  Block.  His  large  and 
increasing  trade  demanding  more  commodious 
quarters,  he  removed  to  his  present  location 
on  Main  street,  and  is  continuing  with  the  same 
good  success  that  has  characterized  his  pre- 
vious efforts. 

Mr.  Overholt  married  in  1911  Miss  Jennie 
McGregor,  whose  parents,  Joseph  and  Rebecca 
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McGregor,  were  pioneer  settlers  of  Carroll 
Comity.  Her  father  was  a prominent  and  Suc- 
cessful farmer*  and  stock  raiser  who  about 
thirty-five  years  ago  retired  from  active  pur- 
suits and  removed  to  Carrollton,  where  his  death 
occurred  in  1915,  and  where  his  widow  still  re- 
sides. Mrs.  Overholt  is  the  youngest  child  in  a 
family  of  four  children,  and  has  one  sister  liv- 
ing, Nannie,  widow  of  W.  Elliot,  of  Carrollton. 
Mr.  Overholt  is  a republican  in  politics,  and 
takes  an  active  part  in  all  local  affairs  for  the 
best  interests  of  his  town  and  county. 

Albert  R.  Hoobler  is  a native  son  of  Carroll 
County  and  for  many  years  has  been  actively 
identified  with  agricultural  and  live  stock  in- 
terests here.  Mr.  Hoobler,  whose  home  is  In 
Center  Township,  was  born  in  Rose  Township 
February  26,  1856,  and  he  still  owns  his  farm  of 
a hundred  twenty  acres  in  that  township. 

His  grandfather,  Adam  Hoobler,  was  a native 
of  Maryland,  where  he  married  Elizabeth  Law- 
yer. They  moved  to  Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  and 
spent  the  rest  of  their  days  on  a farm  there. 
They  had  five  daughters  and  five  sons,  named 
Andrew,  Adam,  Jacob,  William  and  Peter,  and 
Margaret,  Nancy,  Mahala,  Elizabeth  and  Rachel. 

William  Hoobler,  father  of  Albert  R.,  was  bora 
in  Jefferson  County,  but  immediately  after  his 
marriage  moved  to  Carroll  County  and  settled 
in  the  woods  of  Rose  Township,  where  he  lived 
out  his  life  as  a practical  farmer  and  died  Feb- 
ruary 13,  1884,  at  the  age  of  seventy-two.  He 
married  Margaret  Shocknesse,  and  their  children 
were  Adam,  Elizabeth,  James  Madison,  Lucinda, 
Perry,  Mary  Catherine,  Cena  Eleanor,  Albert  R. 
and  Alvin  B.  Alvin  now  lives  In  Waynesburg, 
Ohio,  Lucinda  is  Mrs.  George  Futchley,  of  Rose 
Township,  Mary  Catherine  is  Mrs.  L.  D.  Sparks, 
of  Stark  County,  Ohio,  and  Cena  is  Mrs.  Joseph 
Briggle,  of  Canton,  Ohio. 

Albert  R.  Hoobler  was  a pupil  in  school  dis- 
trict No.  1 of  Rose  Township  until  the  age  of 
seventeen.  He  also  attended  Summer  Normal 
at  Carrollton  two  terms,  and  for  several  years 
was  actively  Identified  with  the  educational 
work  in  his  home  county.  He  taught  two  terms 
In  his  home  district.  No.  1,  one  term  in  dis- 
trict No.  8 of  Harrison  Township,  two  terms 
in  district  No.  2 of  Rose  Township,  and  two 
terms  in  district  No.  8.  He  then  took  an  active 
part  in  the  work  of  the  home  farm,  and  also 
began  buying  and  selling  livestock,  a business 
he  has  continued  more  or  less  actively  ever 
since. 

At  the  age  of  thirty  Mr.  Hoobler  married  Miss 
Nancy  J.  Swinehart,  daughter  of  Silas  and 
Louisa  (Bowers)  Swinehart,  of  Perry  Town- 
ship in  Carroll  County.  Her  father  was  born  in 
Orange  Township  of  Harrison  County  and  died 
in  Perry  Township  of  Carroll  County  in  1916. 
Her  mother  was  born  in  Harrison  County  and 
died  in  Perry  Township  also  in  1916.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  noobler  have  two  children.  Roscoe  Del- 
wood,  the  older,  lives  at  Canton,  Ohio,  and  by 
his  marriage  to  Lenora  ZIngler  has  a son.  Les- 
ter. Earnest  Swinehart  noobler  lives  at  home 
with  his  parents.  After  his  marriage  Mr.  Hoob- 
ler lived  on  his  home  farm  in  Rose  Township 
until  April,  1918,  when  he  moved  to  Carrollton. 


He  is  a democrat,  a member  of  the  Lutheran 
Church  in  Rose  Township,  and  while  In  the 
country  he  was  elected  and  served  two  terms, 
eight  years,  as  justice  of  the  peace,  and  in  No- 
vember, 1919,  was  again  chosen  to  that  office  in 
Center  Township. 

Robert  H.  Webster.  One  of  the  most  pleasing 
revelations  incidental  to  the  preparation  of  per- 
sonal sketches  for  this  history  is  that  showing 
that  within  the  borders  of  both  Carroll  and 
Harrison  counties  are  to  be  found  many  native 
sons  in  the  third  and  even  fourth  generations 
who  are  carrying  forward  successfully  the  same 
important  industrial  enterprise  that  engaged  the 
attention  of  their  fathers  and  grandfathers — 
that  pertaining  to  the  activities  of  the  farm. 
Such  a worthy  citizen  is  Robert  H.  Webster, 
who  was  born  In  Rumley  Township,  Harrison 
County,  November  14,  1861,  and  who  is  still  the 
owner  of  the  old  homestead  farm  which  was  the 
place  of  his  birth.  Though  he  now  resides  in 
the  village  of  Jewett,  he  continues  to  give  his 
personal  supervision  to  his  valuable  farm  of 
ninety-five  acres,  which  he  makes  a center  of 
intensive  agriculture  and  stock-growing. 

John  Webster,  father  of  him  whose  name  in- 
troduces this  sketch,  was  bora  in  Maryland  in 
1.809.  and  was  a boy  when  his  parents  came  to 
Harrison  County  and  settled  in  Rumley  Town- 
ship. His  father,  John  Webster,  Sr.,  here  pur- 
chased wild  land,  which  was  eventually  devel- 
oped Into  one  of  the  productive  pioneer  farms 
of  the  county,  though  he  himself  died  within 
a comparatively  short  time  after  coming  to  Ohio. 
His  widow  assumed  the  entire  care  of  her  fam- 
ily of  small  children,  and  remained  on  the  farm 
until  her  death,  in  1856.  After  the  death  of 
his  father  John  Webster,  Jr.,  assumed  active 
management  of  the  farm  and  in  every  way 
aided  and  cared  for  his  widowed  mother.  In 
1832  he  married  Margaret  Buchanan,  who  died 
in  1841  and  was  survived  by  three  children, 
Maria,  David  and  Sarah.  In  1847  Mr.  Webster 
married  Miss  Ann  Patton,  daughter  of  the  late 
Joseph  Patton,  of  Rumley  Township,  and  they 
became  the  parents  of  ten  children : John.  Jo- 
seph. Mary  M.,  Catherine  Jane,  Matthew.  Flo- 
rence. Robert  H.,  Mansfield,  Cora  and  Ira  B. 
Mr.  Webster  was  a Democrat  of  well  fortified 
convictions,  and  he  and  his  wife  were  zealous 
members  of  the  Ridge  Presbyterian  Church.  His 
death  occurred  in  1876,  and  his  wife  survived 
him  by  a number  of  years.  Mr.  Webster  was 
one  of  the  honored  citizens  and  successful  farm- 
ers of  Harrison  County  and  merited  the  high 
regard  in  which  he  was  uniformly  held. 

In  connection  with  the  work  of  the  home  farm 
Robert  H.  Webster  early  gained  appreciation  of 
the  dignity  and  value  of  honest  toil  and  en- 
deavor, and  in  the  meanwhile  he  profited  by  the 
advantages  offered  in  the  district  schools.  He 
has  continuously  made  the  old  homestead  farm 
the  stage  of  his  productive  activities,  and  there 
he  continued  his  residence  until  1909,  when  he 
removed  to  Jewett,  where  he  has  an  attractive 
home  about  half  a mile  distant  from  his  farm, 
of  which  he  still  has  the  active  management. 

December  29,  1886,  was  marked  by  the  mar- 
riage of  Mr.  Webster  to  Miss  Jeanetta  Holland, 
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daughter  of  Samuel  and  Emily  (Maholm)  Hol- 
land, well  known  citizens  of  Harrison  County. 
His  father  was  born  May  3,  1830,  and  died  May 
21,  1907,  and  the  mother,  horn  May  6,  1844,  died 
January  29.  1921.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Webster 
have  been  born  six  children : Harry  Forrest, 

who  was  born  in  1888,  married  Miss  Helen 
Bowman,  and  they  reside  at  Warren,  Trumbull 
County,  their  one  child  being  a daughter,  Bet- 
tie  Jane;  Marguerite  was  born  in  1891,  and  her 
death  occurred  in  1S90;  Byron  was  born  in 
1894  and  died  in  1905:  Louise,  who  was  born 
in  1897,  died  in  the  year  1900;  Daniel,  who  was 
born  September  30.  1899,  is  now  a resident  of 
Detroit,  Michigan;  and  Lee  W.,  bom  in  1903, 
remains  at  the  parental  home. 

Harry  Forrest  Webster,  eldest  son  of  the  sub- 
ject of  this  review,  served  as  a member  of  a 
battery  of  field  artillery  on  the  Mexican  border 
during  the  period  of  the  Government’s  military 
operations  there,  the  battery  having  been  for  the 
most  part  made  up  of  men  from  the  city  of 
Akron,  Ohio.  When  the  nation  became  Involved 
in  the  World  war  he  entered  the  first  officers’ 
training  camp  at  Camp  Grant.  Illinois,  and  in 
August,  1917,  received  commission  as  captain  in 
the  Field  Artillery.  Thereafter  he  attended  the 
Artillery  School  of  Fire  at  Sparta.  Wisconsin, 
and  later  was  sent  to  Fort  Sill,  Oklahoma,  where 
he  completed  the  work  given  in  the  School  of 
Fire.  He  was  assigned  to  Battery  C,  Three  Hun- 
dred and  Thirty-First  Field  Artillery,  and  in 
August,  1918,  went  to  France  as  a member  of 
the  advance  detail  from  his  brigade.  He  con- 
tinued on  duty  In  France  until  the  signing  of 
the  historic  armistice,  and  returned  to  the 
United  States  in  March,  1919.  Soon  afterward 
he  received  his  honorable  discharge,  after  which 
he  returned  to  the  employ  of  the  Firestone  Rub- 
ber Company  at  Akron,  and  is  now  superintend- 
ent of  the  D.  & M.  Cord  Tire  Company,  of  Cleve- 
land and  Warren,  Ohio. 

Dillworth  A.  Maxwell.  In  the  handling  of 
staple  and  fancy  groceries  and  other  table  sup- 
plies Mr.  Maxwell  maintains  at  Scio,  Harrison 
County,  an  establishment  whose  equipment  and 
service  have  gained  and  retained  to  it  a large 
and  representative  patronage,  the  while  he  has 
gained  secure  place  as  one  of  the  progressive 
and  influential  business  men  of  this  thriving 
village. 

Mr.  Maxwell  was  born  on  a farm  near  Grays- 
ville,  Monroe  County,  Ohio,  and  the  date  of  his 
nativity  was  October  1,  1806.  He  is  a son  of 
William  and  Letitin  (Bigley)  Maxwell,  the  for- 
mer of  whom  was  born  on  a site  now  included 
in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania,  and 
the  latter  was  born  in  Monroe  County,  Ohio,  a 
daughter  of  Joseph  and  Elizabeth  (Core)  Big- 
ley. Joseph  Bigley  was  a prosperous  farmer 
of  Monroe  County,  and  there  served  as  township 
assessor  during  the  closing  years  of  his  life. 
Both  he  and  his  wife  were  communicants  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  in  the  faith  of 
which  they  reared  their  children — Letitia, 
James,  Elizabeth,  Fannie  and  Mary. 

Evan  Maxwell,  grandfather  of  the  subject  of 
this  review,  came  from  the  old  Keystone  state 
to  Ohio  and  became  a resident  of  Monroe  County 


in  1837.  There  he  devoted  the  remainder  of 
his  active  career  to  farm  industry,  though  he 
later  lived  in  Belmont  and  Athens  counties.  In 
the  latter  of  which  his  death  occurred.  His 
children  were  eight  in  number:  William,  Evan, 
Jr.,  John,  James,  Thomas,  Mary,  Catherine  and 
Jane. 

William  Maxwell  became  an  independent 
farmer  in  Monroe  County,  but  in  1877  removed 
with  his  family  to  Tyler  County,  West  Virginia, 
where  he  purchased  land  and  became  a vigor- 
ous exponent  of  progressive  farm  enterprise. 
There  he  remained  until  his  death,  which  oc- 
curred in  1902,  and  his  widow  passed  away  in 
1907,  both  having  been  active  members  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

The  district  schools  of  Monroe  County,  Ohio, 
gave  to  Dillworth  A.  Maxwell  his  rudlmentry 
education,  and  he  was  a boy  ten  years  of  age 
at  the  time  of  the  family  removal  to  West  Vir- 
ginia, in  which  state  he  continued  his  studies 
until  he  had  so  advanced  himself  as  to  become 
eligible  for  pedagogic  service  and  honors.  As  a 
young  man  he  was  for  fifteen  years  a success- 
ful and  popular  teacher  in  the  public  schools  lu 
West  Virginia  and  Ohio,  and  not  until  1903  did 
he  finally  withdraw  from  service  in  this  field  uf 
endeavor.  Thereafter  he  resided  at  New  Mar- 
tinsville, Wetzel  County,  West  Virginia,  until 
1907.  when  he  engaged  in  the  general  merchan- 
dise business  at  Rayland,  Jefferson  County. 
Ohio.  Two  years  later,  in  1909,  he  came  to  Har- 
rison County  and  opened  a well  appointed  retail 
grocery  store  at  Scio,  where  he  has  since  con- 
tinued in  successful  business.  He  is  a democrat 
in  politics,  and  he  and  his  sons  are  members  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  at  Scio,  as  was 
also  his  devoted  wife,  who  was  summoned  to 
the  life  eternal  on  the  2d  of  December.  1918. 
Mrs.  Maxwell  was  born  and  reared  in  Tyler 
County,  West  Virginia.  Her  maiden  name  was 
Ruey  M.  Hensel.  and  she  was  a daughter  of 
Philip  H.  K.  Hensel,  her  marriage  to  Mr.  Max- 
well having  been  solemnized  in  1890.  Of  this 
union  were  bom  four  children : W.  Earl,  Dora 
(died  at  the  age  of  five  months),  P.  Clyde  and 
Clarence  J.  W.  Earl  married  Miss  Catherine 
Rees;  Clarence  J.  is,  in  1921,  a student  in  the 
University  of  Ohio  at  Columbus;  P.  Clyde  Max- 
well was  one  of  the  gallant  young  men  who  en- 
tered the  nation’s  military  service  in  the  great 
World  war.  On  the  21st  of  May.  1918.  he  be- 
came a member  of  the  Fifty-Seventh  Engineers, 
at  Laurel,  Maryland,  and  with  his  command  he 
went  to  France  in  the  following  July.  There  he 
continued  in  active  service  with  the  American 
Expeditionary  Forces  until  the  signing  of  the 
armistice  brought  the  war  to  a close,  and  after 
having  been  In  France  thirteen  months  he  re- 
turned to  his  native  land  in  August,  1919.  re- 
ceiving his  honorable  discharge  within  a short 
time  thereafter. 

Leroy  H.  Borland  not  only  has  prestige  as 
being  one  of  the  representative  exponents  of  ag- 
ricultural and  live-stock  industry  in  North 
Township,  Harrison  County,  but  also  the  dis- 
tinction of  being  a native  of  this  township  and 
a scion  of  one  of  its  pioneer  families  of  promi- 
nence and  influence.  On  the  27th  of  January, 
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1819,  Samuel  Borland,  grandfather  of  him  whose 
name  initiates  this  review,  came  from  West- 
moreland County,  Pennsylvania,  and  took  up  a 
tract  of  Government  land  in  North  Township, 
Harrison  County,  the  deed  to  the  property  being 
still  retained  by  the  family  and  bearing  the 
signature  of  James  Monroe,  then  president  of 
tbe  United  States.  Mr.  Borland  left  his  land 
in  charge  of  Juda  Hess,  another  sterling  pio- 
neer, and  returned  to  Pennsylvania,  where  he 
remained  until  1821,  when  he  came  with  his 
family  to  the  frontier  farm  in  Harrison  County 
and  vigorously  set  himself  at  work  in  reclaim- 
ing the  land  from  the  forest  and  developing  a 
productive  farm.  On  this  old  homestead  he  re- 
mained until  his  death  in  1862,  at  the  age  of 
seventy-seven  years.  His  first  marriage  was 
with  Mary  Little,  who  died  ten  years  later, 
three  children  having  been  born  of  this  union — 
William,  who  became  a resident  of  Tuscarawas 
County;  Washington,  who  established  his  home 
in  Carroll  County;  and  Lydia,  who  became  the 
wife  of  James  Waddington,  with  whom  she  re- 
moved to  Nebraska  in  the  pioneer  period  of  the 
history  of  that  state.  For  his  second  wife  Mr. 
Borland  w’edded  Miss  Elizabeth  Hevlin,  daugh- 
ter of  Samuel  and  Elizabeth  Hevlin,  and  of  the 
two  children  of  this  union  the  elder  was  Mary, 
who  became  the  wife  of  James  Mackey  and 
who  died  many  years  ago.  David,  the  younger 
child,  was  the  father  of  the  subject  of  this 
review. 

Samuel  Borland,  founder  of  the  family  in 
Harrison  County,  was  a son  of  Samuel  and 
Lydia  (Cary)  Borland,  whose  marriage  was  sol- 
emnized in  Westmoreland  County,  Pennsylvania, 
where  he  had  established  his  resjdence  upon 
Immigration  to  America  from  his  native  Ireland. 
The  parents  passed  the  remainder  of  their  lives 
in  the  old  Keystone  State,  where  the  father  was 
a farmer  by  vocation.  Of  Mrs.  Borland  the  fol- 
lowing statements  have  been  written : “She  par- 
ticipated in  the  defense  of  one  of  the  old-  forts 
when  it  was  attacked  by  the  Indians,  was  a re- 
markable woman,  accustomed  to  the  hardships 
of  pioneer  times,  and  was  an  excellent  shot  with 
the  rifle.”  Samuel  and  Lydia  (Cary)  Borland 
became  the  parents  of  ten  children:  Samuel, 
John,  Rachel,  William,  Matthew,  Margaret,  Da- 
vid, Mary,  Andrew  and  James. 

David  Borland  was  born  on  the  old  homestead 
farm  in  North  Township,  Harrison  County,  Jan- 
uary 27,  1831,  and  on  this  place  he  passed  his 
entire  life,  his  death  having  occurred  Novem- 
ber 8,  1907.  Well  and  earnestly  had  he  lived 
and  wrought  during  the  intervening  years,  and 
he  stood  as  one  of  the  sterling  citizens  and  rep- 
resentative farmers  of  his  native  county,  with 
character  and  achievement  that  gave  him  in- 
violable place  in  popular  confidence  and  esteem. 
His  fine  farm  comprised  170  acres,  about  three 
miles  distant  from  the  village  of  Scio.  He  was 
a democrat  in  his  political  proclivities,  and  both 
he  and  his  wife  were  earnest  members  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

December  24,  1857,  recorded  the  marriage  of 
David  Borland  to  Miss  Catherine  Ann  Havnar, 
who  was  born  and  reared  in  Harrison  County 
and  whose  parents,  Dominick  and  Elizabeth 
Havnar,  were  residents  of  Monroe  Township, 


this  county,  at  the  time  of  their  deaths.  Mrs. 
Borland,  a woman  of  gentle  and  gracious  per- 
sonality, passed  to  the  life  eternal  on  the  26th 
of  October,  1890,  at  the  age  of  fifty-seven  years, 
and  her  remains  rest  beside  those  of  her  hus- 
band In  the  cemetery  at  Conotton.  Of  the  three 
children  LeRoy  H.,  subject  of  this  review,  is  the 
eldest;  Martha  Elizabeth  died  at  the  age  of 
forty-nine  years;  and  Albert  is  now  a resident 
of  the  city  of  Detroit,  Michigan.  Martha  Eliza- 
beth Borland,  who  was  bom  November  28,  1862, 
became  the  wife  of  Harry  E.  Phillips  and  was 
a resident  of  Harrison  County  at  the  time  of 
her  death.  Albert  Borland  was  bom  Febru- 
ary 20,  1870,  and  In  his  youth  was  afforded  the 
advantages  of  Scio  College.  His  first  wife,  who 
died  in  the  year  1900,  bore  the  maiden  name 
of  Jennie  Law,  and  she  Is  survived  by  two  chil- 
dren, Frank  and  Wilbur.  For  his  second  wife 
Mr.  Borland  wedded  Miss  Myrtle  Harding,  and 
they  have  four  children,  Irma,  Aline,  Albert,  Jr., 
and  an  Infant  son. 

LeRoy  H.  Borland  was  bom  on  the  old  home- 
stead farm  of  the  Borland  family  in  North 
Township,  and  the  date  of  his  nativity  was  July 
30,  1860.  In  addition  to  receiving  the  advan- 
tages of  the  district  schools  he  was  for  two 
years  a student  at  New  Hagerstown  Academy  in 
Carroll  County,  and  thereafter  he  remained  at 
the  paternal  home  and  assisted  in  the  work  of 
the  farm  until  his  marriage,  in  1882,  when  he 
established  his  home  on  his  present  farm,  which 
Is  not  far  distant  from  the  old  place  on  which 
he  was  bom  and  reared.  He  is  now  the  owner 
of  a well  improved  and  valuable  landed  estate 
of  160  acres  in  Harrison  County  and  an  adjacent 
tract  of  109  acres  lying  across  the  line  in  Car- 
roll  County.  The  excellent  buildings  on  his 
farm  have  been  erected  by  Mr.  Borland,  and 
the  many  other  improvements  which  he  has 
made  likewise  give  evidence  of  his  progressive- 
ness, as  well  as  of  the  abundant  success  that  has 
attended  his  well  directed  activities  as  an  agri- 
culturist and  stock-grower.  In  the  livestock  de- 
partment of  his  farm  enterprise  he  gives  special 
attention  to  the  breeding  and  raising  of  blooded 
Black  Polled  Aberdeen  cattle  and  Delaine  sheep. 

In  political  affairs  Mr.  Borland  is  found  loy- 
ally arrayed  as  a supporter  of  the  principles  of 
the  democratic  party,  and  he  and  his  wife  hold 
membership  in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
at  Conotton.  At  Scio  he  is  affiliated  with  the 
lodge  of  Free  & Accepted  Masons,  and  his 
further  York  Rite  affiliations  are  with  the  Chap- 
ter, Council  and  Commandery  at  Uhrichsville, 
Tuscarawas  County,  besides  which  he  has  re- 
ceived Scottish  Rite  degrees  and  is  a member  pf 
the  Scioto  Consistory  In  the  city  of  Columbus. 

On  the  23d  of  February,  1882,  was  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  Mr.  Borland  to  Miss  Sarah 
Trushell,  who  likewise  was  bora  and  reared  in 
North  Township  and  who  is  a daughter  of  Valen- 
tine and  Sarah  (Smith)  Trushell,  the  former  of 
whom  was  bora  in  Somerset  County,  Pennsyl- 
vania, February  23,  1805,  and  the  latter  in  Har- 
rison County,  Ohio,  January  21,  1825,  she  hav- 
ing been  a daughter  of  Daniel  Smith,  one  of  the 
honored  pioneers  of  the  county.  Valentine  Tru- 
shell came  with  his  parents  to  Harrison  County 
in  1815,  when  he  was  about  ten  years  old,  and 
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here  he  was  reared  on  the  pioneer  farm.  He 
became  one  of  the  substantial  farmers  of  North 
Township,  and  there  he  continued  to  reside 
until  his  death,  October  16,  1880.  The  maiden 
name  of  his  first  wife  was  Susannah  HufT,  and 
her  death  occurred  November  8,  1845.  The 
names  and  respective  birth-dates  of  the  children 
of  this  union  are  here  recorded : Michael,  No- 

vember 6,  1832 ; Mary,  December  19,  1834 ; Eliza- 
beth, May  5,  1837;  Rebecca  and  Anna,  twins. 
December  19,  1839;  and  John,  September  28, 
1843.  For  his  second  wife  Mr.  Trushell  wedded 
Miss  Sarah  Smith,  and  she  preceded  him  to 
eternal  rest,  her  death  having  occurred  March 
8,  1876,  and  both  having  been  earnest  communi- 
cants of  the  Lutheran  Cnurch.  They  became  the 
parents  of  nine  children,  whose  names  and  re- 
spective dates  of  birth  are  here  noted:  Lydia, 

April  6,  1847;  Jacob,  October  3,  1848;  Cather- 
ine, April  4,  1851;  Daniel,  March  10,  1863; 
Henrv,  October  20,  1855;  Margaret,  December  9, 
1856 ;*  Melinda,  March  24.  1860;  Sarah  (Mrs. 
Borland),  September  22,  1863;  and  Caroline, 
June  5,  1866. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Borland  have  two  children: 
Mamie  Folsom  is  the  wife  of  Frank  C.  Fier- 
baugh,  of  Cleveland,  Ohio ; and  Harry  Oliver, 
who  is  a successful  farmer  in  North  Township, 
married  Miss  Mabel  Lyda  Pettay,  their  one 
child,  a son,  is  Harold  Edwin. 

Abbaham  B.  Markley.  In  North  Township, 
Harrison  County,  is  to  be  found  the  attractive 
farm  home  of  Mr.  Markley,  whose  popularity  in 
the  community  is  attested  by  his  holding  the 
office  of  township  trustee,  and  whose  progres- 
siveness as  an  agriculturist  and  stock-grower 
needs  no  further  voucher  than  the  general  air 
of  thrift  and  prosperity  that  pervades  his  fine 
farm  of  171  acres. 

Mr.  Markley  was  born  in  Perry  Township,  Car- 
roll  County,  Ohio,  on  the  30th  of  March,  1876, 
and  is  a representative  of  a sterling  pioneer 
family  of  this  section  of  the  Buckeye  state,  his 
grandfather,  Jonathan  Markley,  having  been  a 
native  of  Pennsylvania  and  having  become  an 
early  settler  and  pioneer  farmer  in  Harrison 
County.  Henry  H.  Markley,  father  of  the  sub- 
ject of  this  review,  was  born  in  North  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County,  and  his  wife,  whose 
maiden  name  was  Elizabeth  A.  Baker,  was  born 
in  Perry  Township,  Carroll  County,  a daughter 
of  Abraham  and  Edna  (Brock)  Baker.  Henry 
H.  Markley  became  one  of  the  substantial  farm- 
ers of  North  Township,  Harrison  County,  and 
continued  as  one  of  the  representative  citizens 
of  his  native  township  until  his  death,  in  June, 
1918,  his  wife  having  passed  away  the  follow- 
ing December,  so  that  in  death  they  were  not 
long  divided.  They  became  the  parents  of  four 
children : Charles  O.,  Abraham  B.,  Laura  Bell, 
wife  of  B.  B.  Johnson,  and  Georgia,  who  died  at 
the  age  of  three  years. 

While  early  lending  his  aid  in  the  work  of  the 
home  farm  and  thus  learning  the  value  of  honest 
toil  and  endeavor  Abraham  B.  Markley  did  not 
fail  to  profit  by  the  advantages  offered  in  the 
district  schools  of  his  home  township.  He  re- 
mained at  the  parental  home  until  the  time  of 
fcis  marriage,  in  1901,  and  since  that  time  hai 


been  continuously  engaged  in  independent  farm 
enterprise  in  North  Township,  his  present  farm 
having  been  the  stage  of  his  activities  since 
1906.  He  is  liberal  and  progressive  as  a citizen, 
is  a democrat  in  politics,  and,  as  previously 
stated,  is  serving  as  a member  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  North  Township.  His  wife  is  an 
active  member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church. 

November  23,  1901,  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Markley  to  Miss  Alice  Calcott,  a daughter 
of  Benjamin  and  Jeanette  (McLandsborough) 
Calcott,  of  North  Township.  Benjamin  Calcott 
continued  as  one  of  the  prosperous  farmers  of 
Harrison  County  until  his  death,  and  his  widow 
and  one  of  their  sons  remained  on  the  old  home- 
stead farm  until  March,  1921.  Mr.  Calcott  was 
born  in  Tuscarawas  County,  Ohio,  and  was  one 
of  the  eight  children  of  Robert  and  Catherine 
(Rogers)  Calcott.  Robert  Calcott  was  born  and 
reared  In  England,  where  he  learned  the  trade 
of  baker  and  where  also  he  worked  at  the  trade 
of  wool -comber  as  a young  man.  He  was  twenty 
years  of  age  when  he  accompanied  his  parents 
to  the  United  States,  and  the  parents,  Robert 
and  Ann  (Heritage)  Calcott,  became  early  set- 
tlers of  what  is  now  Carroll  County,  Ohio,  where 
the  father  reclaimed  a farm  and  where  he  re- 
mained until  his  death,  in  1860,  his  widow  hav- 
ing passed  away  in  1866.  Robert,  Jr.,  was  the 
eldest  of  their  five  children.  Robert  Calcott,  Jr., 
made  Carroll  County  the  stage  of  his  Initial 
farm  enterprise,  and  later  he  became  a prosper- 
ous farmer  in  Tuscarawas  County,  where  he 
died  at  the  age  of  seventy  years,  in  July,  1885, 
his  wife  having  died  of  typhoid  fever  in  1864, 
when  thirty-five  years  of  age.  Five  of  the  eight 
children  contracted  typhoid  fever  about  the  time 
when  their  mother  succumbed  to  the  disease, 
and  of  the  three  who  survived  Benjamin,  father 
of  Mrs.  Markley,  was  the  eldest.  After  his  mar- 
riage, in  1869,  Benjamin  Calcott  continued  his 
association  with  farm  enterprise  in  Tuscarawas 
County  until  the  spring  of  1882,  when  he  came 
to  Harrison  County  and  purchased  the  farm  on 
which  he  passed  the  remainder  of  his  life  and 
on  which  his  venerable  widow  still  resides.  He 
was  a staunch  republican,  served  as  trustee  of 
North  Township,  was  affiliated  with  the  Knights 
of  Pythias,  and  was  a communicant  of  the 
Lutheran  Church,  as  is  also  his  widow.  He  was 
one  of  the  influential  and  honored  citizens  of 
Harrison  County  at  the  time  of  his  death.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Calcott  became  the  parents  of  seven 
children : William  D.,  Catherine  Ann.  John 

Robert,  Alice.  Edward,  Mary,  and  one  who  died 
in  infancy.  Edward  and  Mary  likewise  are  de- 
ceased. Mr.  and  Mrs.  Markley  have  five  chil- 
dren: Grace,  Helen,  Thomas,  Florence  and 

Henry  Earl. 

Thomas  E.  Chambers  gives  to  the  vital  little 
city  of  Sclo,  Harrison  County,  requisite  modern 
facilities  in  the  line  of  automobile  enterprise, 
and  his  garage,  with  best  of  equipment,  offers 
ample  accommodations.  In  connection  with  the 
garage  he  maintains  a sales  agency  for  the  pop- 
ular automobiles  manufactured  by  Dodge  Broth- 
ers, and  his  well  directed  enterprise  is  conducted 
under  the  title  of  T.  E.  Chambers.  The  garage 
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has  a well  ordered  repair  department,  and  an 
adequate  stock  of  automobile  accessories  and 
supplies  adds  to  the  facilities  of  the  estab- 
lishment. 

Thomas  E.  Chambers  was  born  at  Toronto, 
Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  on  the  5th  of  August, 
1898,  and  is  a son  of  Robert  H.  and  Retta  (Hill) 
Chambers,  the  former  of  whom  was  born  in 
Pennsylvania  and  the  latter  in  Hancock  County, 
West  Virginia,  a daughter  of  George  Hill.  From 
Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  Robert  H.  Chambers 
removed  to  Perrysville,  Carroll  County,  where 
he  has  since  conducted  a well  equipped  general 
store  and  has  precedence  as  one  of  the  repre- 
sentative citizens  and  business  men  of  the  vil- 
lage. He  is  affiliated  with  the  Independent  Or- 
der of  Odd  Fellows,  and  he  and  his  wife  are 
members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  Thomas 
E.,  of  this  review,  is  their  only  child. 

After  having  profited  by  the  advantages  of 
the  public  schools  at  Perrysville  Thomas  E. 
Chambers  continued  his  studies  in  the  high 
school  at  Scio  and  thereafter  took  a one-year 
commercial  course  at  Oberlin  College.  He  then 
became  associated  with  his  father’s  .mercantile 
business  at  Perrysville,  Carroll  County,  and  this 
alliance  continued  until  1915,  when  he  came  to 
Scio  and  established  his  present  business,  which 
has  been  signally  prospered  under  his  progres- 
sive and  effective  management.  Mr.  Chambers 
is  affiliated  with  the  local  lodges  of  the  Knights 
of  Pythias  and  the  Masons,  and  his  wife  holds 
membership  in  the  Presbyterian  Church  at  Scio. 

The  year  1915  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Chambers  to  Miss  Pearl  Slates,  daughter  of  Nel- 
son E.  Slates,  who  is  serving  in  1921  as  a mem- 
ber of  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  of 
Carroll  County.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Chambers  have 
a winsome  little  daughter,  Lois  Alberta. 

Joseph  M.  McCullough.  On  the  excellent 
farm  of  112  acres  which  is  his  present  place  of 
residence  in  Archer  Township,  Harrison  County, 
Joseph  M.  McCullough  was  born  May  12,  1852, 
and  the  fine  old  homestead  has  been  the  stage  of 
his  productive  activities  from  his  youth  to  the 
present  time.  He*  is  a son  of  John  and  Jane 
(Welsh)  McCullough,  both  likewise  natives  of 
Archer  Township,  where  the  former  was  born 
on  the  5th  of  October,  1822,  and  the  latter  on 
the  6th  of  May,  1827 — dates  that  show  that  the 
respective  families  were  founded  in  this  county 
in  the  early  pioneer  days.  The  mother  of  Joseph 
M.  McCullough  was  a daughter  of  John  and 
Jane  (McClellan)  Welsh,  both  natives  of  Ire- 
land. John  Welsh,  a son  of  Samuel  Welsh,  was 
ten  years  of  age  when  his  parents  came  to  Amer- 
ica, and  within  a short  time  after  their  arrival 
in  this  country  they  established  their  home  on 
a pioneer  farm  in  Harrison  County,  where  the 
father  reclaimed  his  land  from  the  forest  wilds 
and  where  he  and  his  wife  passed  the  remainder 
of  their  lives,  as  sterling  pioneer  citizens  of 
Archer  Township.  John  Welsh  was  reared  un- 
der the  conditions  that  marked  the  early  stages 
of  development  in  this  county  and  became  a 
prosperous  farmer  in  Archer  Township,  where 
he  and  his  wife  remained  until  their  deaths, 
both  having  been  members  of  the  Presbyterian 


Church.  Their  children  were  ten  in  number: 
Samuel,  John,  Matthew,  James,  David,  William, 
Mary,  Elizabeth,  Anna  and  Jane. 

John  McCullough  was  a son  of  Joseph  McCul- 
lough, who  came  to  Harrison  County  when  this 
section  of  Ohio  was  little  more  than  a forest 
wilderness,  and  he  settled  on  the  land  which 
constitutes  the  present  well  improved  farm  of 
his  grandson,  Joseph  M.,  of  this  review,  the 
farm  having  remained  continuously  in  the  pos- 
session of  the  family  since  the  early  pioneer  era. 
The  name  of  the  first  wife  of  Joseph  McCul- 
lough was  Hanna,  and  they  became  the  parents 
of  seven  children:  John,  James  B.  (became  a 
physician),  Elizabeth.  Sarah  Jane,  Mary,  Esther 
and  Isabel.  The  religious  faith  of  the  family 
was  that  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  the 
lineage  traces  back  to  staunch  Scotch-Irlsh 
origin. 

On  the  ancestral  farm  which  was  the  place  of 
his  birth  John  McCullough  passed  his  entire  life, 
and  in  his  character  and  worthy  achievement 
he  well  upheld  the  high  honors  of  the  family 
name.  Both  he  and  his  wife  were  well  ad- 
vanced in  years  at  the  time  of  their  deaths  and 
both  were  earnest  members  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church.  They  became  the  parents  of  four  chil- 
dren, Elizabeth  (Mrs.  Thomas  B.  Copeland), 
Joseph  M.  (immediate  subject  of  this  sketch), 
Amanda  J.  (Mrs.  Andrew  J.  Palmer),  and  John 
W.  (died  In  childhood). 

Joseph  M.  McCullough,  the  only  surviving 
male  representative  of  his  generation  of  the 
family,  gained  his  early  education  in  the  dis- 
trict schools  of  Archer  Township  and  eventually 
became  the  owner  of  the  old  homestead  farm, 
with  the  activities  of  which  he  has  been  asso- 
ciated from  his  youth.  He  is  known  as  a farmer 
of  resourcefulness  and  enterprise,  and  has  been 
successful  as  a representative  of  agricultural 
and  live-stock  industry  in  his  native  county. 
His  political  allegiance  is  given  to  the  republican 
party,  and  he  and  his  wife  hold  membership  in 
the  neighborhood  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
known  as  Bethel  chapel. 

The  30th  of  November,  1876,  recorded  the  mar- 
riage of  Mr.  McCullough  to  Miss  Elizabeth  Bir- 
ney,  who  was  born  and  reared  in  Green  Town- 
ship and  who  is  a daughter  of  the  late  Asbury 
and  Eleanor  (McCullough)  Blmey.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  McCullough  became  the  parents  of  five 
children  : Eleanor  is  the  wife  of  Charles  McKee, 
a prosperous  farmer  in  Archer  Township,  and 
they  have  four  children.  Joseph  Ross,  William 
Birney,  Mary  Elizabeth  and  Anna  Martha.  Mary 
is  the  wife  of  T.  S.  Birney.  of  Washington  Town- 
ship. John,  a farmer  in  Archer  Township,  mar- 
ried Miss  Clara  Ora  Heavilin,  and  they  have 
three  children,  Chester  H.,  Joseph  Dwalne  and 
Vula  Elizabeth.  Alice  died  at  the  age  Of  four 
years,  and  Lela  O.  remains  at  the  parental 
home. 

Judge  Walter  Gaston  Shotwell  was  born  on 
the  27th  day  of  December,  1856,  in  a substantial 
brick  home  in  Cadiz.  The  house  still  stands  on 
South  street  at  the  end  of  Main  and  is  the 
same  to  which  his  father  and  mother  moved 
when  they  were  married  and  in  which  they 
passed  the  remainder  of  their  lives.  Both  par- 
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ents  were  of  pioneer  families  that  came  to  Ohio 
early  and  carved  out  farms  in  the  wilderness. 
Both  were  born  in  log  cabins,  and  after  long 
lives  of  upright  living  and  usefulness  in  the 
community  they  died,  the  father  in  1890  and  the 
mother  in  1905.  They  were  buried  at  Cadiz. 

Stuart  Beebe  Shotwell,  the  father,  was  born  in 
Washington  Township,  Harrison  County,  Ohio, 
in  1819.  His  family  were  English  Quakers. 
They  removed  to  America  and  settled  near  Eliz- 
abeth, New  Jersey,  as  early  as  1664.  Here  they 
remained  and  here  Hugh  Shotwell  was  born  in 
1764.  He  was  the  sixth  of  a family  of  eleven 
children.  His  father  dying  when  he  was  young, 
he  received  his  share  of  the  estate  in  Conti- 
nental money  and  that  soon  becoming  depreci- 
ated he  removed  to  the  west,  where  land  was 
cheap,  to  improve  his  fortunes.  He  settled  first 
in  Fayette  County,  Pennsylvania,  near  Browns- 
ville. where  he  bought  a farm.  This  he  after- 
wards gave  to  his  oldest  son,  John.  With  the 
rest  of  his  family  Hugh  removed  to  Harrison 
County,  Ohio,  in  1813,  settling  first  on  the  farm 
now  occupied  by  John  Rea  in  Cadiz  Township. 
This  farm  later  he  gave  to  his  second  son,  Jo- 
seph, while  Hugh  removed  to  other  land  he  had 
acquired  in  Washington  Township,  some  of 
which  he  had  entered  himself.  This  land  he 
later  divided  between  his  two  other  sons  Will- 
iam and  Arrison,  and  here  Hugh  died  in  his 
nineteenth  year.  He  was  a man  of  intelligence, 
owned  and  read  his  copy  of  Blackstone,  and 
was  the  first  county  surveyor  of  Harrison 
County  and  laid  out  many  of  its  roads  and 
platted  much  of  its  land. 

William  Shotwell.  third  son  of  Hugh,  received 
from  his  father  the  farm  on  Big  Stillwater, 
now  owned  by  Martha  B.  Shotwell,  and  on  It 
William  built  the  Shotwell  mill.  Later  he  re- 
moved to  Cadiz  and  started  a store  in  the 
building  now  occupied  by  Judge  ShotwelTs  of- 
fice. Neither  the  store  nor  the  mill  prospered, 
and  becoming  financially  embarrassed  William 
retired.  He  married  Rhoda  Beebe,  of  Hamp- 
den County,  Massachusetts,  the  daughter  of 
Capt.  Stuart  Beebe  and  the  sister  of  Walter  B. 
Beebe,  who  was  the  first  attorney  at  the  Har- 
rison County  bar.  It  was  while  on  a visit  to 
her  brother  in  Cadiz  that  they  met  and  it  was 
at  his  homo  that  they  were  married.  It  was 
on  their  Stillwater  farm  that  their  first  child, 
Stuart  Beebe  Sitwell,  was  born.  The  mother 
was  a strong  character,  well  educated  in  the 
Massachusetts  schools,  two  of  her  brothers  were 
graduates  of  Williams  College  and  were  law- 
yers, and  she  early  determined  that  her  son 
should  also  be  a college  graduate  and  a lawyer. 
And  so  at  the  age  of  sixteen  Stuart  was  sent 
to  Franklin  College,  where  he  spent  three  years, 
and  then  he  quit  college  and  entered  upon  the 
study  of  law  at  Cadiz  with  Dewey  & Stanton. 
He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1840  and  there- 
after practiced  law  in  Cadiz  for  fifty  years  and 
until  his  death.  He  never  held  office,  but  was  a 
man  of  sturdy  sense,  of  good  business  qualifica- 
tions and  scholarly  tastes.  And  by  strict  in- 
tegrity, close  application  to  business  and  good 
habits  he  was  able  at  his  death  to  leave  a con- 
siderable estate  to  his  family. 


Nancy  Gaston,  whom  he  married,  was  a daugh- 
ter of  James  and  Elizabeth  (Kilgore)  Gaston. 
The  Gaston  family  were  French  Huguenots  that 
left  France  at  the  Revocation  of  the  Edict  of 
Nantes.  John  Gaston  was  born  in  France  in 
1600.  He  left  France  in  1640,  going  to  Scotland, 
where  he  was  married.  He  had  three  sons 
born  in  Scotland.  They  went  from  Scotland  to 
northern  Ireland  and  thence  came  to  America 
in  1720.  James,  the  father  of  Nancy,  was  born 
in  Northumberland  County,  Pennsylvania.  His 
father,  Hugh,  had  married  a remote  cousin, 
Grace,  the  daughter  of  Robert  Gaston,  a colonel 
in  the  Revolutionary  war.  Hugh  with  his  fam- 
ily removed  from  Pennsylvania  to  Columbiana 
County,  Ohio,  in  1800.  Here  he  had  acquired 
four  hundred  acres  of  wild  land.  The  removal 
was  made  in  a wagon.  His  son  James  was  only 
seven  years  old  at  that  time.  They  lived  in  the 
wagon  until  a cabin  could  be  built  and  in  the 
cabin  until  some  years  later  a brick  house  was 
built.  They  cleared  fourteen  acres  that  spring 
for  corn  and  sowed  it  in  wheat  in  the  fall.  That 
winter  they  cleared  fourteen  acres  more  for 
corn  the  next  spring.  And  so  the  clearing  went 
on  thereafter  from  year  to  year. 

James  Gaston  married  Elizabeth  Kilgore, 
whose  home  was  on  the  adjoining  farm.  He  had 
already  bought  a tract  of  wild  land  next  to  his 
father’s  and  having  erected  a cabin  on  it  he 
and  his  wife  commenced  to  keep  house  there  and 
proceeded  to  clear  the  land.  It  was  In  this 
cabin  that  Nancy  was  born.  When  she  was  only 
a year  old  and  still  the  baby  of  the  family  a 
new  frame  house  was  finished,  and  It  was  agreed 
that  they  would  take  dinner  in  it  on  a particuhir 
day.  And  on  that  day  one  of  the  carpenters, 
taking  the  baby,  Nancy,  on  one  arm  and  the 
pot  of  corn  from  the  crane  over  the  wood  fire 
on  the  other,  remarked  that  he  had  his  share  of 
the  moving  and  started  for  the  new  house.  And 
having  thus  been  brought  to  her  new  home 
Nancy  there  grew  to  womanhood.  She  gradu- 
ated at  the  Steubenville  Female  Seminary  and 
then  came  to  Cadiz  to  teach  in  a select  school 
which  her  uncle,  Daniel  Kilgore,  had  estab- 
lished. It  was  thus  that  she  met  her  future 
husband,  Stuart  B.  Shotwell.  sue  was  a woman 
of  strong  common  sense  and  of  fervid  piety,  and 
through  her  long  life  was  greatly  respected  and 
beloved  by  her  neighbors.  They  had  five  chil- 
dren: Mary,  deceased;  Martha  B. ; Walter  G. ; 

Stuart  B.,  deceased;  and  William  J.,  deceased. 
Martha  graduated  from  the  public  schools  and 
from  Franklin  College  in  the  class  of  1875. 

Walter  G.  Shotwell’s  winters  when  young  were 
spent  in  school  and  his  summers  on  his  grand- 
father’s or  uncle’s  farm  in  Columbiana  County. 
On  the  farm  he  did  the  work  of  a farm  lad, 
dropped  corn,  hoed  it,  raked  sheaves  and  gath- 
ered them,  tramped  the  hay  and  carried  water 
to  the  men  in  the  fields.  And  he  fished  in  the 
creek.  And  one  day  while  engaged  in  this  sport 
he  slipped  and  fell  into  the  pool  below  his  un- 
cle’s mill  dam  and  narrowly  escaped  drowning. 
But  a neighbor,  William  Conkle,  seeing  him  un- 
able to  swim  and  floundering  in  water  twenty 
feet  deep  threw  off  his  coat  and  at  the  risk  of 
his  own  life  swam  out  and,  getting  him  on  his 
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back,  swam  with  him  to  the  shore,  and  thus 
saved  his  life. 

Walter’s  first  teacher  was  W.  B.  Hearn,  later 
the  editor  of  the  Cadiz  Republican.  He  was 
a sincerely  good  man  and  an  excellent  teacher. 
The  relation  continued  for  seven  years,  Mr. 
Hearn  advancing  in  the  grade  of  the  school  as 
his  pupil  advanced  in  his  studies.  It  was  a very 
pleasant  relation  and  left  an  enduring  impres- 
sion upon  the  pupil’s  life.  They  were  always 
friends,  and  to  this  day  the  pupil  retains  an 
affectionate  regard  for  the  memory  of  this  early 
benefactor.  At  the  age  of  fifteen  young  Shot- 
well  entered  the  preparatory  department  of 
Franklin  College.  And  he  continued  in  this  in- 
stitution for  five  years.  During  most  of  this 
time  Andrew  F.  Ross,  LL.  D.,  was  the  president 
of  the  college  and  excelled  as  a teacher,  espe- 
cially of  Latin  and  Greek,  in  which  he  had  pre- 
viously held  professorships  in  Bethany  and  Os- 
caloosa  College.  Perhaps  owing  to  a friendship 
that  already  existed  between  the  father  of  young 
Shotwell  and  Dr.  Ross  a regard  was  awakened 
early  for  the  new  student.  And  it  ripened  into 
r a sincere  affection.  Walter  became  a member 
of  Doctor  Ross’s  family  and  enjoyed  a familiar 
association  daily  during  term  time  with  this  ex- 
cellent man.  And  so  he  had  always  afterward 
a reason  to  be  thankful  for  another  of  these 
early  associations.  After  graduating  at  Frank- 
lin young  Shotwell  went  to  Yale  College  at 
New  Haven,  Connecticut,  where  he  passed  an 
examination  in  the  studies  already  pursued  by 
the  class  and  was  entered  as  a senior.  He  grad- 
uated the  next  year  in  the  class  of  1878.  Then 
he  entered  upon  the  study  of  law  with  his  fa- 
ther, and  two  years  later  was  admitted  to  the 
bar.  He  opened  an  office  in  Cadiz  and  devoted 
himself  to  the  bar.  He  opened  an  office  in  Cadiz 
and  devoted  himself  to  the  work  of  his  profes- 
sion. On  the  4th  day  of  July,  1887,  he  was 
nominated  by  the  republican  convention  for 
prosecuting  attorney  of  Harrison  County.  He 
was  subsequently  elected  and  at  the  end  of  three 
years  was  renominated  and  re-elected  for  a 
second  term.  The  work  of  the  office  during  these 
years  was  exacting,  owing  to  the  strong  feeling 
against  the  saloons  and  the  building  of  the 
Wheeling  and  Lake  Erie  and  the  double  track- 
ing of  the  Panhandle  Railroad.  These  large 
public  works  caused  an  influx  of  foreign  labor 
as  well  as  liquor  into  the  county,  and  together 
they  made  work  for  the  prosecutor.  But  young 
Shotwell’s  private  practice  had  increased  to  such 
an  extent  that  the  office  with  its  small  salary 
had  become  unprofitable  and  he  resigned  it  at 
the  close  of  the  fifth  year.  And  thereafter  he 
devoted  himself  exclusively  to  private  practice 
for  the  next  eight  years.  He  worked  hard  and 
the  labor  brought  success. 

In  1890  he  was  nominated  for  the  office  of 
Common  Pleas  judge  In  the  sub-division  com- 
posed of  Harrison,  Jefferson  and  Tuscarawas 
counties,  to  fill  a vacancy  caused  by  the  death 
of  Hon.  Fletcher  Doughitt.  Judge  Shotwell  was 
renominated  and  re-elected  In  1901  and  again  in 
1906,  the  last  time  without  opposition,  the  re- 
publicans presenting  no  other  candidate  In  the 
convention  and  the  democrats  none  at  the  elec- 
tion. The  work  of  this  office  was  very  heavy. 


During  nine  of  the  fourteen  years  that  Judge 
Shotwell  served  he  did  all  the  work  of  Tuscara- 
was County,  and  during  seven  of  these  years 
that  of  Harrison  also.  Thus  in  those  seven 
years  he  tried  the  suits  in  the  court  of  general 
jurisdiction  for  approximately  100,000  people. 
Then  an  additional  judgeship  was  created  for 
the  sub-division  owing  to  an  accumulation  of 
business  In  Jefferson  County.  And  during  the 
remaining  five  years  of  Judge  Shotwell’s  judi- 
cial career  he  brought  up  the  docket  in  Jefferson 
County  besides  doing  the  business  of  Harrison. 
Thus  he  had  the  satisfaction  of  seeing  all  the 
work  done  and  the  dockets  up  when  he  quit. 
He  retired  from  the  bench  in  1913,  receiving,  as 
he  went  out  a testimonial  banquet  from  the  bar 
of  each  county  of  the  sub-division.  And  then, 
after  thirty-three  years  of  hard  labor  at  the 
law.  he  quit  the  profession. 

Judge  Shotwell  is  the  author  of  a Life  of 
Charles  Sumner,  published  by  Thomas  Y.  Crow- 
ell & Company  of  New  York,  which  has  been 
favorably  reviewed  and  has  found  its  way  into 
the  principal  libraries  of  the  country. 

On  the  24th  of  December,  1884,  Judge  Shotwell 
married  Miss  Belle  Mcllvaine,  of  New  Phila- 
delphia, Ohio.  They  have  one  child,  Margaret 
Mcllvaine,  married  to  S.  P.  McLaughlin  of 
Waterloo,  Iowa.  There  are  four  grandchildren: 
Nancy  Shotwell,  Margaret  Mcllvaine,  Mary  Eliz- 
abeth and  Ann  Parks. 

In  1897  Judge  Shotwell  and  his  wife  visited 
Europe,  traveling  through  England,  Ireland, 
Scotland,  France.  Switzerland,  Italy,  Austria, 
Germany  and  Holland.  And  since  his  retirement 
from  the  bench  he  has  traveled  extensively  in 
the  southern  and  eastern  sections  of  his  own 
country. 

Stuabt  B.  Shotwell,  Jb.,  was  born  at  Cadiz, 
Ohio,  April  8,  1861,  a son  of  Stuart  B.  and 
Nancy  (Gaston)  Shotwell.  He  was  graduated 
from  Franklin  College  in  1882,  and  after  reading 
law  with  his  father  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in 
1884.  For  several  years  thereafter  Mr.  Shotwell 
was  engaged  in  the  practice  of  his  profession 
at  Saint  Paul,  Minnesota,  to  which  city  he  had 
gone  after  his  admission  to  the  bar,  and  in  that 
connection  formed  the  acquaintance  of  men  of 
extensive  Interests,  and  by  some  of  them  was  in- 
duced to  become  vice  president  and  treasurer  of 
the  Graves  & Vinton  Company,  investment  bank- 
ers and  western  managers  of  the  Middlesex 
Banking  Company.  Still  later  Mr.  Shotwell  en- 
gaged in  a brokerage  business  of  his  own,  con- 
tinuing to  reside  at  Saint  Paul,  where  his  death 
occurred  May  22,  1910. 

In  1892  Mr.  Shotwell  was  married  at  Cadiz, 
Ohio,  to  Miss  Caroline  R.  Mcllvaine,  a daugh- 
ter of  Judge  George  W.  Mclnvaine  of  the  Ohio 
Supreme  bench.  Mrs.  Shotwell  died  at  Cadiz, 
April  7 ,1918,  leaving  one  son,  Stuart  Mcllvaine 
Shotwell,  who  was  born  at  Saint  Paul,  Minne- 
sota, April  16,  1893.  He  was  graduated  from 
the  public  schools  of  his  native  city  in  1910, 
and  in  thb  fall  of  that  year  entered  Harvard 
University,  and  was  graduated  therefrom  in 
1914. 

Immediately  following  his  graduation  Stuart 
M.  Shotwell  entered  the  banking  house*  Of  Lee, 
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Higginson  & Company  of  Chicago,  Illinois,  and 
remained  with  this  concern  until  in  May,  1917, 
he  enlisted  for  service  during  the  great  war 
and  entered  an  officer’s  training  camp.  He  was 
commissioned  a second  lieutenant  and  was  sent 
overseas  with  his  command  to  France.  While 
there  he  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  first 
lieutenant,  and  remained  abroad  until  July, 
1919,  when  he  was  sent  home  and  honorably 
discharged.  At  present  he  is  in  the  bond  de- 
partment of  the  Irving  National  Bank  of  New 
York  City,  New  York.  He  was  married  in 
October,  1919,  to  Bernice  Myers,  of  Berwyn, 
Illinois. 

Charles  F.  Thompson  is  the  owner  of  a fine 
farm  property  of  257  acres  in  Archer  Township, 
Harrison  County,  and  is  in  a significant  degree 
to  be  classed  as  a vigorous  and  influential  rep- 
resentative of  agricultural  and  live-stock  in- 
dustry in  his  native  county.  His  farm  is 
equipped  with  modern  improvements,  and  its 
operations  are  carried  forward  according  to  ap- 
proved scientific  methods,  with  the  result  that 
he  gains  from  the  property  the  maximum  re- 
turns. He  is  a breeder  of  registered  Shorthorn 
cattle,  and  has  advanced  views  in  connection 
with  all  features  of  productive  farm  enterprise. 

Mr.  Thompson  was  born  in  Short  Creek 
Township,  this  county,  on  the  8th  of  February, 
1869,  and  is  a son  of  Joseph  and  Hannah 
(Shields)  Thompson,  whose  marriage  was 
solemnized  in  1856.  Joseph  Thompson  was  born 
in  Ireland  in  January.  1833,  and  his  wife  was 
born  in  Short  Creek  Township,  Harrison  County, 
Ohio,  in  1836,  she  being  a daughter  of  William 
and  Ann  (Thompson)  Shields.  William  Shields 
passed  the  major  part  of  his  life  in  Short  Creek 
Township,  and  for  many  years  was  engaged  in 
the  work  of  his  trade,  that  of  blacksmith,  at 
Harrisville.  Both  he  and  his  wife  were  mem- 
bers of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  They  became 
the  parents  of  nine  children — Eli,  James,  Mary 
Eleanor,  Hannah,  Lydia  Jane,  Henry,  Alice 
Ann,  Sarah  Elizabeth  and  Benoni.  William 
Shields  was  a son  of  Benoni  Shields,  an  hon- 
ored pioneer  of  Harrison  County  and  one  of 
whom  more  specific  mention  is  made  on  other 
pages  of  this  volume,  in  the  sketch  dedicated 
to  Milton  M.  Shields. 

James  Mitchell  Thompson  and  his  wife, 
Elizabeth,  remained  in  Ireland  until  about  the 
year  1848,  when  they  came  with  their  children 
to  America  and  established  a residence  in 
Canada,  where  his  death  occurred  within  the 
following  year.  Thereafter  Mrs.  Thompson  and 
her  children  came  to  Ohio  and  established  a 
home  on  a farm  in  Green  Township,  Harrison 
County,  where  the  loved  mother  passed  the  re- 
mainder of  her  life.  Her  children  were  five  in 
number — Joseph,  James.  Susan  (Mrs.  Joseph 
Mitchell),  Nancy  (Mrs.  James  Bullock)  and 
Jennie  (Mrs.  James  Howard). 

Joseph  Thompson,  elder  of  the  two  sons  in 
the  above  mentioned  family,  initiated  his  inde- 
pendent career  as  a farmer  when  he  was  a 
young  man,  and  he  remained  in  Short  Creek 
Township  until  the  early  ’80s,  after  which  he 
was  a farmer  In  Cadiz  Township  for  four  years. 
He  then  removed  with  his  family  to  Archer 


Township,  where  he  became  the  owner  of  an 
excellent  farm  and  where  he  continued  to  reside 
until  his  death,  in  1904,  his  widow  still  main- 
taining her  home  in  that  township  and  being  a 
devoted  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  of 
which  he  likewise  was  a member.  They  became 
the  parents  of  eight  children:  Elizabeth  (Mrs. 
James  Henderson),  Mary  Eleanor  (Mrs.  Wil- 
liam Hedges),  James  Mitchell,  Jennie  (Mrs. 
Adam  Porter),  William  (died  in  childhood), 
Charles  F.,  Oliver  J.(  married  Lucy  Wood)  and 
John  (died  at  the  age  of  eleven  months). 

Chari es  F.  Thompson  acquired  his  youthful 
education  in  the  district  schools  of  Short  Creek, 
Cadiz  and  Archer  townships,  and  he  remained 
at  the  parental  home  until  the  time  of  his  mar- 
riage. when  he  was  twenty-seven  years  of  age. 
Since  that  time  he  has  been  independently  en- 
gaged in  farm  enterprise  in  Archer  Township, 
where  his  success  is  attested  by  the  admirable 
appearance  and  general  productiveness  of  his 
valuable  farm.  He  is  a democrat  in  politics, 
and  he  and  his  wife  hold  membership  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  Village  of  Jewett. 
They  have  no  children.  The  maiden  name  of 
Mrs.  Thompson  was  Jennie  Baker,  and  concern- 
ing the  family  more  specific  record  is  given  on 
other  pages,  in  the  sketch  of  Andrew  H.  Baker. 

James  M.  Thompson,  a brother  of  Charles  F. 
Thompson,  mentioned  individually  in  the  pre- 
ceding review,  was  born  in  Short  Creek  Town- 
ship on  the  5th  of  February,  1862,  and  he  like- 
wise is  one  of  the  representative  farmers  of 
Archer  Township.  He  received  the  advantages 
of  the  district  schools  and  from  his  young  man- 
hood has  been  successfully  engaged  In  farm 
Industry  in  Archer  Township,  where  his  home- 
stead place  comprises  145  acres,  and  where  he 
owns  also  another  farm  of  ninety-five  acres  not 
far  distant  from  his  residence  place.  He  is  a 
successful  breeder  of  registered  American  De- 
laine sheep  and  registered  Shorthorn  cattle.  His 
political  allegiance  is  given  to  the  democratic 
party,  and  he  served  two  years  as  assessor  of 
Archer  Township.  Both  he  and  his  wife  hold 
membership  in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
at  Jewett. 

On  the  20th  of  November,  1890,  was  solemn- 
ized the  marriage  of  Mr.  Thompson  to  Miss 
Nancy  Reid,  daughter  of  Nelson  and  Mary 
(Hustis)  Reid,  whose  marriage  occurred  on  the 
15th  of  August,  1867.  Mr.  Reid  was  born  in 
Archer  Township  April  21,  1841,  and  here  he 
passed  his  entire  life,  his  death  having  occurred 
September  9,  1871,  when  he  was  only  thirty 
years  of  age  and  his  entire  active  career  hav- 
ing been  marked  by  close  association  with  farm 
enterprise  in  his  native  township.  His  widow, 
who  was  born  December  4.  1844,  was  a daugh- 
ter of  John  Hustis  and  survived  her  husband 
by  many  years.  They  became  the  parents  of 
two  children — Margaret  E.,  who  was  bora  May 
23,  1S68,  and  whose  death  occurred  November 
4,  1881;  and  Nancy  (Mrs.  James  Mitchell 
Thompson),  who  was  bora  July  31,  1871,  a 
short  time  prior  to  the  death  of  her  father. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  Mitchell  Thompson  became 
the  parents  of  ten  children,  concerning  whom 
the  following  brief  record  is  available;  Joseph 
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Reid,  who  was  born  September  6,  1891,  married 
Miss  Etta  Patterson,  and  they  have  two  chil- 
dren— Ralph  Edwin,  born  November  12,  1916, 
and  Eleanor  May,  born  May  9,  1919.  Alma 
Elizabeth  Thompson  was  born  January  19, 
1894,  and  her  death  occurred  January  16,  1909. 
Mary  Leona  was  born.  October  9,  1896.  John 
Mitchell  was  born  August  4.  1897;  Walter  Leslie 
was  born  September  ‘28,  1899;  Nancy  Marie, 
July  24.  1902:  Ruth  Eleanor,  May  31,  1905; 
Lucy  May,  May  5,  1907;  Edna  Frances,  April 
13,  1910;  and  Ralph  Wayne,  November  7,  1912. 

K.  W.  Kinsey.  It  has  been  the  privilege  of 
Mrs.  Emma  H.  Kinsey,  of  Cadiz,  to  “keep  his 
memory  green”  by  commemorating  her  husband, 
K.  W.  Kinsey,  in  the  annals  of  Harrison 
County.  The  Kinseys  belong  to  the  early  his- 
tory of  the  community.  An  old  record  shows 
that  John  Kinsey,  an  English  Quaker,  came 
from  London,  arriving  at  New  Castle  on  the 
Delaware  in  the  ship  Kent  June  16,  1677,  com- 
ing as  one  of  the  commissioners  for  the  settle- 
ment of  West  Jersey  under  the  purchase  by 
Edward  Byllinge.  He  was  five  years  ahead  of 
William  Penn  in  the  New  World.  Settlement 
was  made  at  Burlington,  New  Jersey,  and  at 
this  time  John  Kinsey  bargained  for  300  acres 
on  the  west  side  of  the  Delaware,  in  the  lo- 
cality afterward  famous  because  of  the  treaty 
made  between  William  Penn  and  the  Indians— 
the  treaty  that  was  never  sworn  to  nor  broken, 
William  Penn  being  a Quaker  and  opposed  to 
the  oath  in  such  things. 

While  John  Kinsey  died  before  settlement 
was  completed  there,  the  Swede  from  whom  he 
purchased  the  land  made  formal  acknowledg- 
ment of  his  deed  of  conveyance  to  the  widow, 
Elizabeth  Kinsey,  and  thus  the  purchase  was 
Intact  for  the  heirs.  There  was  a son,  John 
Kinsey,  who  came  a year  later  to  the  colonies, 
and  he  afterward  distinguished  himself  in  pub- 
lic service,  and  in  turn  his  son  John,  likewise 
a Quaker,  later  became  chief  Justice  of  Penn- 
sylvania. His  brother,  Edmund  Kinsey,  mar- 
ried Sarah  Osburn  August  21,  1708,  and  in  1815 
they  moved  to  Buckingham  Township,  Bucks 
County,  Pennsylvania,  having  friendly  Indians 
as  their  guides,  and  there  they  made  their 
homes  In  the  wilderness,  and  from  them  the 
Ohio  branch  of  the  Kinsey  family  traces  its 
lineage.  Edmund  Kinsey  was  much  Interested 
in  the  cause  of  religion  and  In  1720  he  was 
one  of  the  founders  of  the  Buckingham  meeting. 

Edmund  Kinsey  was  one  of  the  foremost  and 
most  skilled  mechanics  of  his  time,  and  he 
established  a scythe  and  ax  factory  in  Buck- 
ingham. In  it  he  Installed  a trip  hammer 
operated  by  water  power,  which  was  a great 
improvement.  There  were  nine  children  In  his 
family,  and  from  Benjamin,  the  eighth  child, 
the  Ohio  family  Is  descended.  He  was  born 
October  22,  1727,  and  In  1749  he  married 
Susannah  Brown,  and  after  her  death  he  mar- 
ried Martha  Waite  in  the  year  of  the  Declara- 
tion of  American  Independence.  There  were 
seven  children  by  the  first  and  nine  children 
by  the  second  marriage,  one  of  them  being 
George  Kinsey,  who  on  December  22,  1773,  mar- 


ried Mary  Gillingham.  In  this  family  there 
were  nine  children : Sarah,  Susannah,  Edmund, 
James,  Aaron,  John,  Charles  and  Ann,  and  It 
is  through  Charles  that  the  relationship  is 
carried  down  to  the  Ohio  branch  of  the  family. 

Charles  Kinsey  was  born  May  19,  1786,  in 
Bucks  County,  Pennsylvania.  He  was  a hatter 
by  trade,  and  on  June  1,  1815.  he  married  Ann 
Worrall  in  Philadelphia.  When  he  was  only 
ten  years  old  the  Kinsey  family  came  to  Mount 
Pleasant,  where  there  was  a Quaker  settlement 
in  Ohio,  and  from  there  he  returned  to  Phila- 
delphia and  worked  as  a hatter.  When  he  mar- 
ried and  came  back  to  Ohio  he  settled  in  Cadiz 
Township,  near  the  site  of  Lafferty’s  Mill,  and 
here  he  continued  the  business  of  manufactur- 
ing hots  until  after  the  death  of  his  wife,  when 
he  removed  to  Moorefleld  and  continued  making 
hats.  On  November  2,  1823,  while  a resident 
of  Harrison  County,  a son  of  K .W.  Kinsey,  who 
is  now  commemorated  in  the  annals  of  the 
community,  was  born,  and  he  always  lived  in 
Harrison  County.  After  going  to  Moorefleld 
Charles  Kinsey  was  married  twice,  the  second 
wife,  Talitha  Catchel,  becoming  the  mother  of 
three  children,  and  the  third  wife,  Rody  Boone, 
bearing  him  two  children. 

At  the  time  of  the  gold  discovery  in  Cali- 
fornia in  1849  Mr.  Kinsey  spent  five  years  in 
search  of  the  precious  metal.  He  returned  to 
Moorefleld  and  resumed  the  business  as  a hatter, 
finally  removing  to  Flushing  in  Belmont  County, 
where  he  died  at  the  age  of  almost  eighty-eight 
years.  At  the  time  of  his  death  Mr.  Kinsey 
was  the  oldest  Mason  in  Ohio,  having  been  a 
member  since  1816.  when  he  Joined  in  Galllp- 
olis.  His  body  lies  burled  in  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Cemetery  at  Flushing.  The  children 
born  to  Charles  Kinsey  from  his  first  marriage 
were:  Gillingham,  K.  W.  and  Sarah  Jane,  and 
the  oldest  distinguished  himself  as  an  artist, 
some  of  his  pictures  being  still  in  existence. 

When  he  was  a boy  of  fourteen  K.  W.  Kinsey 
became  a “bound  boy”  in  Cadiz,  but  it  was 
an  unsatisfactory  arrangement  and  in  time  he 
left  and  went  to  Mount  Pleasant,  where  he 
remained  four  years.  When  he  returned  to 
Cadiz  he  spent  ten  months  in  a private  school 
taught  by  Joseph  Wood,  after  which  he  was 
a teacher,  and  at  times  he  served  as  clerk  in 
different  business  establishments.  In  1855  Mr. 
Kinsey  was  elected  auditor  of  Harrison  County, 
and  in  1860  he  was  re-elected.  Later  he  en- 
gaged in  business  in  Cadiz,  being  one  of  the 
most  extensive  wool  dealers  in  Harrison 
County. 

On  May  6,  1847,  K.  W.  Kinsey  married  Sarah 
Jane  Haverfleld  and  they  had  an  adopted 
daughter,  Emma  Bingham  Kinsey.  On  Novem- 
ber 8,  1864,  Mr.  Kinsey  married  the  second  time, 
and  the  wife,  Emma  Holmes  Kinsey,  survives 
him,  continuing  her  residence  in  Cadiz.  She  is 
a daughter  of  George  and  Hannah  (Mansfield) 
Holmes,  and  her  parents  were  pioneers  in  Har- 
rison County.  Col.  Joseph  Holmes,  grandfather 
of  Mrs.  Emma  Holmes  Kinsey,  was  the  founder 
of  the  house  of  Holmes  in  the  county.  He  mar- 
ried three  times,  his  first  wife  being  Hannah 
Linn,  the  second  wife  was  Tacy  Thompson,  and 
the  third  was  Hannah  Mansfield. 
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The  children  bom  to  K.  W.  and  Emma 
Holmes  Kinsey  are  as  follows : Mary  is  the  wife 
of  Charles  Brown.  George  married  Ruby  Has- 
tings. His  children  are  Kersey  W.  and  Louise. 
Harry  Kinsey  married  Mary  Moore.  His  chil- 
dren are  Sarah  and  Carolyn.  George  and 
Harry  Kinsey  live  in  Arcadia,  Nebraska.  Edith 
Kinsey  is  the  wife  of  Edward  Barringer.  Her 
children  are  Marcella  and  Elizabeth.  Nellie 
Kinsey  is  a supervisor  of  music. 

The  Commemorative  Record  of  Harrison 
County  gives  a full  history  of  the  Kinsey  fam- 
ily, and  Mrs.  Emma  H.  Kinsey  adds  something 
of  the  Holmes  family  story.  Her  father,  George 
Holmes,  who  was  a son  of  Col.  Joseph  Holmes 
and  Hannah  (Mansfield)  Holmes,  the  latter  a 
daughter  of  Thomas  Mansfield,  was  a native 
of  Short  Creek,  bora  there  in  1799,  while  Ohio 
was  still  a territory.  Colonel  Holmes  was  a 
soldier  in  the  war  of  the  Revolution,  and  he 
was  a member  of  the  first  Ohio  State  Legisla- 
ture. His  children  were:  George,  Asa,  Abra- 
ham, Joseph,  Elizabeth,  Mary,  Susan  and 
Cynthia.  George  Holmes  owned  about  500 
acres  of  land  In  Short  Creek  and  was  among 
the  well-to-do  farmers  of  his  day  In  Harrison 
County.  The  Kinsey  family  were  members  of 
the  Methodist  Church,  and  were  always  active 
in  all  movements  for  the  welfare  of  the  com- 
munity. 

Abraham  M.  Busby  is  another  of  the  native 
sons  of  Harrison  County  who  is  here  causing 
the  earth*  to  bring  forth  its  increase  and  who 
Is  known  as  one  of  the  progressive  and  success 
ful  exponents  of  agriculture  and  live-stock  in- 
dustry in  Archer  Township,  where  he  is  the 
owner  of  the  fine  old  homestead  farm  of  160 
acres  which  was  the  place  of  his  birth,  the 
date  of  his  nativity  having  been  March  28,  1864. 
He  is  a son  of  Martin  V.  and  Melinda  (Helea) 
Busby,  honored  citizens  of  whom  adequate  rec- 
ord is  given  on  other  pages,  in  the  sketch  of 
the  career  of  another  of  their  sons,  John. 

Abraham  M.  Busby  is  indebted  to  the  district 
schools  of  his  native  township  for  his  early 
educational  discipline,  and  from  his  boyhood  to 
the  present  time  the  old  homestead  farm  has 
been  the  stage  of  his  productive  activities.  In 
1S98  he  purchased  the  interest  of  the  other 
heirs  and  came  into  full  possession  of  his  valu- 
able farm,  upon  which  he  has  since  made  ex- 
cellent improvements,  including  the  erection  of 
the  present  modern  and  commodious  house, 
which  is  one  of  the  attractive  rural  domiciles 
of  Archer  Township. 

The  political  proclivities  of  Mr.  Busby  are 
indicated  in  his  staunch  support  of  the  cause  of 
the  democratic  party,  and  he  is  influential  in 
community  affairs,  as  Is  evidenced  by  his  having 
served  two  terms  as  trustee  of  his  native  town- 
ship. He  and  his  family  hold  membership  in 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Village 
of  Jewett. 

The  year  1888  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Bushy  to  Miss  Mary  Bell  Dyson,  who  like- 
wise was  born  and  reared  in  Harrison  County 
and  who  is  a daughter  of  Joseph  and  Julia 
(Swan)  Dyson.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Busby  have  two 
children — Bessie  May,  who  is  the  wife  of  James 


A.  Dodds,  and  Audra  Beatrice,  who  remains  at 
the  parental  home. 

Charles  E.  Latferty  Is  well  entitled  to 
recognition  in  this  history,  not  alone  by  reason 
of  his  personal  achievement  in  connection  with 
farm  industry  in  Harrison  County,  but  also 
by  reason  of  his  being  a popular  representative 
of  one  of  the  honored  pioneer  families  of  this 
county.  He  was  bora  in  Athens  Township  on 
the  Sth  of  October,  1869,  and  he  Is  a son  of 
Edward  and  Sarah  A.  (Cooper)  Lafferty,  whose 
marriage  was  solemnized  September  7,  1865. 
Edward  Lafferty  was  bora  in  Athens  Township, 
this  county.  November  25,  1826,  and  received 
his  early  education  in  the  pioneer  schools.  The 
original  representatives  of  the  Lafferty  family 
in  America  came  from  England  and  settled  in 
Pennsylvania  about  the  middle  of  the  eight- 
eenth century.  In  the  old  Keystone  State  was 
born  Edward  Lafferty,  who  there  married 
Elizabeth  Ramage.  In  the  early  part  of  the 
nineteenth  century  he  came  with  his  large 
family  to  Ohio  and  became  one  of  the  pioneer 
settlers  In  Moorefleld  Township,  Harrison 
County,  as  now  constituted.  He  purchased  a 
large  tract  of  wild  land  and  began  the  reclaim- 
ing of  a farm  from  the  forest,  the  while  he 
assembled  his  family  in  a log  house  of  the  type 
common  to  the  locality  and  period.  He  was 
one  of  the  venerable  and  honored  pioneer  citi- 
zens of  the  county  at  the  time  of  his  death,  and 
his  widow  attained  to  the  remarkable  age  of 
111  years,  her  death  having  occurred  August 
22.  1844,  and  both  having  been  earnest  mem- 
bers of  the  Nottingham  Presbyterian  Church. 
Their  son  Edward  was  born  In  Pennsylvania  in 
1789,  and  in  his  youth  he  assisted  In  developing 
the  frontier  farm  in  Harrison  County.  Here 
he  married  Margaret  McFadden,  a member  of 
another  sterling  pioneer  family,  and  they  estab- 
lished themselves  on  a pioneer  farm  in  Athens 
Township,  where  they  passed  the  remainder  of 
their  lives,  secure  in  the  high  esteem  of  all  who 
knew  them  and  both  zealous  members  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  at  Cadiz.  Mr.  Lafferty 
died  on  the  8th  of  November,  1836,  and  his 
widow  passed  to  eternal  rest  on  the  14th  of 
September,  1864.  They  became  the  parents  of 
ten  children:  Samuel,  John,  Eliza  (Mrs.  Thomas 
Guines),  Margaret  (Mrs.  Luke  Vorhees), 
George,  Joseph,  Hiram,  Edward,  Findlay  and 
Mary  Jane. 

Of  these  children  Edward  was  the  father  of 
him  whose  name  introduces  this  review,  and  he 
was  reared  on  the  old  home  farm,  the  while 
he  profited  by  the  advantages  of  the  common 
schools  of  the  period.  In  1865,  as  already 
noted,  he  married  Miss  Sarah  A.  Cooper,  a 
daughter  of  William  C.  Cooper,  who  was  a pio- 
neer settler  of  Nottingham  Township,  aud 
whose  children  were  nine  in  number — Benjamin, 
William,  John.  Stephen,  Thomas.  Elizabeth, 
Mary  Jane,  Louisa  and  Sarah  A.  Edward 
Lafferty  became  one  of  the  substantial  farmers 
in  Athens  Township,  where  he  continued  his 
residence  until  his  death,  April  2,  18S6.  His 
wife  survived  him  by  several  years.  Both  were 
members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  at  New 
Athens,  and  in  politics  he  held  to  the  ancestral 
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faith,  that  of  the  democratic  party.  He  well 
upheld  the  honors  of  a family  name  that  has 
been  one  of  prominence  and  influence  in  Harri- 
son County  since  the  early  pioneer  era,  and  he 
and  his  wife  commanded  the  high  regard  of 
the  community  in  which  they  lived  and  labored 
to  worthy  ends.  The  names  and  respective 
dates  of  birth  of  their  children  are  here  made 
a matter  of  record ; George  T.,  March  26,  1867 ; 
Charles  E.,  October  8,  1869;  Eliza  Caroline, 
Mrs.  Charles  K.  Norcott,  August  4,  1871;  Wil- 
liam A.  and  Margaret  E.,  twins,  August  31, 
1874,  the  latter  being  the  wife  of  George 
McFadden;  and  Mary  E.,  Mrs.  Jesse  Mitchell, 
November  22,  1881. 

Charles  E.  Lafferty  found  the  period  of  his 
boyhood  compassed  by  the  influences  of  the 
home  farm,  and  in  the  meantime  made  good 
use  of  the  advantages  afforded  in  the  district 
schools  of  his  native  township.  There  also  he 
Initiated  his  Independent  activities  as  a farmer, 
and  there  he  continued  this  association  until 
1909,  when  he  removed  to  his  present  farm  in 
Nottingham  Township,  where  he  owns  seventy- 
nine  acres  and  has  proved  himself  eligible  for 
registration  as  one  of  the  progressive  agricul- 
turists and  stock-raisers  of  his  native  county. 
He  has  been  unfaltering  in  his  support  of  the 
principles  of  the  democratic  party  and  his  re- 
ligious faith  is  that  of  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
in  the  tenets  of  which  he  was  reared. 

On  the  14th  of  June,  1905,  was  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  Mr.  Lafferty  to  Miss  Luella 
Jones,  who  was  born  in  Stock  Township,  this 
county,  October  8,  1873,  and  who  is  a daughter 
of  George  M.  and  Mary  E.  (Laughlin)  Jones, 
the  former  of  whom  was  born  In  Belmont 
County,  Ohio,  and  the  latter  In  Cadiz  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County.  George  M.  Jones  was 
one  of  the  young  patriots  who  represented  Ohio 
as  a soldier  In  the  Civil  war.  In  1861  he  en- 
listed in  Company  K,  Sixty-ninth  Ohio  Volun- 
teer Infantry,  and  the  history  of  this  gallant 
regiment  constitutes  the  virtual  record  of  his 
military  career,  which  Involved  participation 
in  many  important  battles,  as  well  as  innu- 
merable skirmishes  and  other  minor  engage- 
ments. Mr.  Jones  was  with  General  Sherman 
on  the  historic  march  from  Atlanta  to  the  sea 
and  took  part  in  the  Grand  Review  of  the  vic- 
torious armies  In  the  City  of  Washington.  He 
was  honorably  discharged  on  September  21, 
1864.  After  the  close  of  the  war  Mr.  Jones 
became  a prosperous  farmer  in  Stock  Township, 
Harrison  County,  where  he  remained  until  1890. 
when  he  removed  to  the  farm  now  owned  and 
occupied  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lafferty  in  Notting- 
ham Township,  where  he  remained  until  his 
death  on  the  26th  day  of  January,  1917,  his 
wife  dying  January  24,  1917.  He  was  a man 
of  worth  and  ability  and  was  an  honored  mem- 
ber of  the  post  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Re- 
public at  Deersville.  Of  the  three  children  Mrs. 
Lafferty  is  the  youngest:  Alfred  P.  resides  in 
Carroll  County,  Ohio,  and  Ruth  A.  is  the  wife 
of  Emmett  Maxwell,  of  Nottingham  Township. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lafferty  have  no  children. 
Mr.  Lafferty  is  a member  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church. 


Elm ex  E.  Blackwell  is  one  of  the  progres- 
sive farmers  of  Nottingham  Township,  Harri- 
son County,  where  he  is  the  owner  of  an 
excellent  farm  of  137  acres  and  where  he  gives 
successful  attention  to  diversified  agriculture 
and  to  the  raising  of  good  grades  of  live-stock. 

Mr.  Blackwell  was  born  in  Franklin  Town- 
ship, this  county,  June  12,  1861,  and  Is  a repre- 
sentative of  one  of  the  sterling  pioneer  families 
of  the  county.  He  Is  a son  of  William  J.  and 
Rhoda  L.  (Jenkins)  Blackwell,  the  former  of 
whom  was  born  in  Nottingham  Township,  this 
county,  February  5,  1817,  and  the  latter  of 
whom  was  born  in  Washington  County,  Penn- 
sylvania, a daughter  of  Samuel  and  Mary 
Jenkins,  who  came  from  the  old  Keystone  State 
to  Carroll  County,  Ohio,  where  he  became  a 
successful  farmer  and  where  he  passed  the  re- 
mainder of  his  life,  his  two  sons  having  been 
Josiah  and  Samuel,  the  former  of  whom  died 
while  serving  as  a Union  soldier  in  the  Civil 
war.  William  J.  Blackwell,  Sr.,  was  born  in 
Culpepper  County,  Virginia,  a member  of  a 
family  that  was  founded  in  the  Old  Dominion 
state  in  the  colonial  days.  There  he  was  reared 
to  manhood  and  there  was  solemnized  his  mar- 
riage to  Catherine  Fencer.  About  the  year  1815 
they  came  to  Harrison  County,  Ohio  and  settled 
In  Nottingham  Township,  whence  they  later  re- 
moved to  Franklin  Township,  where  they  passed 
the  remainder  of  their  lives,  Mr.  Blackwell  not 
only  having  been  one  of  the  honored  pioneer 
farmers  of  the  county  but  having  also  served 
as  a soldier  in  the  War  of  1812.  His  children 
were:  James  R.,  Isaac,  Samuel,  Benjamin, 

William  J.,  Jr.,  Lanie,  Nancy  and  Mary. 

William  J.  Blackwell,  Jr.,  passed  his  entire 
life  in  Harrison  County  and  was  one  of  the 
substantial  citizens  and  representative  farmers 
of  Franklin  Township  at  the  time  of  his  death, 
his  wife  likewise  having  died  on  the  old  home- 
stead. They  became  the  parents  of  eight  chil- 
dren— Francis  A.,  Addison  W.,  Theopolis  M., 
Martin  L.,  Elmer  E.,  Ulysses  S.,  Rosetta  M.  and 
Ida  Amelia. 

Elmer  E.  Blackwell  was  reared  on  his  father’s 
farm  in  Franklin  Township,  and  in  the  mean- 
while he  profited  by  the  advantages  afforded  in 
the  district  schools.  He  remained  at  the  par- 
ental home  until  his  marriage  in  1890,  and  for 
six  years  thereafter  was  engaged  In  farming  in 
Washington  Township.  In  1897  he  removed  to 
his  present  farm  in  Nottingham  Township, 
where  lie  owns  137  acres  and  where  he  has 
since  continued  his  successful  enterprise  as  an 
agriculturist  and  stock-raiser.  His  political 
allegiance  is  accorded  to  the  republican  party, 
and  he  and  his  wife  hold  membership  In  the 
Christian  Church. 

In  the  year  1890  was  solemnized  the  marriage 
of  Mr.  Blackwell  to  Miss  Mary  S.  Street,  daugh- 
ter of  Saint  Clair  and  Volumnia  (Hefling) 
Street,  the  former  of  whom  was  born  in  Mary- 
land in  the  year  1820,  and  the  latter  of  whom 
was  born  in  Washington  Township,  Harrison 
County,  Ohio,  August  8,  1S28.  Dr.  Saint  Clair 
Street  was  one  of  the  early  physicians  and  sur- 
geons of  Harrison  County,  where  he  developed 
a large  and  representative  practice  and  where 
be  continued  his  residence  in  the  Village  of

Tippecanoe  until  his  death  in  1865,  at  the  age 
of  forty-five  years,  one  month  and  twenty  days. 
His  first  wife  was  survived  by  two  children, 
Sarah  Elizabeth  and  Shadrach  W.  Of  the  sec- 
ond marriage  Mary  Samantha,  wife  of  the  sub- 
ject of  this  sketch,  is  the  only  child,  and  her 
birth  occurred  on  the  28th  of  February,  1865, 
only  a few  months  prior  to  the  death  of  her 
father.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Blackwell  have  three 
children — Clarence  M.,  Lyle  St.  Clair  and  Helen 
Street.  Clarence  M.  Blackwell  entered  the  na- 
tion’s military  service  on  the  5th  of  October, 
1917,  at  Camp  Sherman,  whence  he  was  later 
transferred  to  Camp  Forrest,  Georgia,  where 
he  was  assigned  to  the  Thirty-third  Company 
of  the  Ninth  Training  Battalion  of  the  One 
Hundred  and  Fifty-third  Depot  Brigade.  In 
April,  1918,  he  sailed  with  his  command  for 
France,  and  while  at  sea  became  so  seriously 
afflicted  with  rheumatism  and  pneumonia  that 
he  was  returned  home  on  the  same  transport, 
without  having  landed  in  France.  At  Camp 
Sherman,  Ohio,  he  received  his  honorable  dis- 
charge December  27,  1918,  and  he  has  since  re- 
mained at  the  parental  home. 

Daniel  Kilgore  during  the  first  half  of  the 
nineteenth  century  was  one  of  Ohio’s  most  in- 
fluential citizens.  While  his  later  enterprises 
affected  many  counties,  he  laid  the  foundation 
of  his  success  while  a resident  of  Harrison 
County. 

He  was  born  on  King’s  Creek,  West  Virginia, 
a son  of  William  and  Nancy  (Kelly)  Kilgore, 
who  some  years  previously  had  come  from  Ire- 
land. On  April  14,  1816,  Daniel  Kilgore  mar- 
ried for  his  first  wife  Mary  Pritchard,  who  was 
bom  May  18,  1800.  To  this  marriage  were  born 
two  children,  Narcissa,  born  in  1817  and  be- 
came the  wife  of  Charles  Paulson,  and  John 
P.,  bora  In  1823,  who  married  Mary  Wilson. 
The  mother  of  these  children  died  February  3, 
1825,  and  on  April  5,  1831,  Mr.  Kilgore  married 
Ellen  Downey,  who  was  bora  in  Dauphin 
County,  Pennsylvania,  in  1811.  The  children  of 
the  second  marriage  were  Daniel,  Ellen,  Alice, 
Charles,  Dolly,  William,  Anna  and  Harry. 

During  his  boyhood  Daniel  Kilgore  went 
from  West  Virginia  to  Steubenville,  Ohio,  and 
learned  the  trade  of  making  nails  by  the  old 
manual  process.  With  this  trade  as  a chief 
capital  he  came  to  Cadiz  and  established  a little 
shop  a short  distance  below  the  present  site 
of  the  Harrison  National  Bank.  From  nail 
making  he  opened  a stock  of  hardware  and 
then  of  general  merchandise,  and  gradually  re- 
signed the  making  of  nails  to  employes  while 
he  gave  his  attention  to  the  enlarging  business 
of  his  store.  He-  had  a business  genius  and 
everything  he  touched  seemed  to  prosper.  His 
success  was  undoubtedly  in  a large  measure  due 
to  his  high  standard  of  honesty.  He  was  not 
only  honest  in  the  big  things  but  in  even  the 
smallest  details.  Once  while  traveling  In  a 
stage  coach  when  the  driver  forgot  to  collect 
the  fares  a fellow  passenger  indicating  that 
he  would  not  remedy  the  omission  Mr.  Kilgore 
insisted  not  only  in  paying  his  own  fare,  but 
in  collecting  from  his  companion  as  well.  With 
a thriving  mercantile  business  he  also  dealt  In 


real  estate  and  an  associate  of  Chauncey  Dewey 
and  John  Olmsted.  In  more  prosperous  years 
he  started  the  Harrison  branch  of  the  State 
Bank  of  Ohio,  that  being  the  first  banking 
establishment  in  Cadiz,  and  he  was  the  first 
president  of  the  branch  bank.  His  half  brother, 
Robert  Lyons,  became  its  cashier. 

Daniel  Kilgore  earned  the  confidence  of  his 
fellow  citizens  and  enjoyed  many  positions  of 
trust  and  honor.  He  served  in  the  Legislature 
from  1828  to  1832,  and  from  1834  to  1838 
served  in  Congress.  After  leaving  Congress  he 
became  the  original  promoter  and  first  presi- 
dent of  the  Steubenville  and  Indiana  Railroad, 
the  nucleus  of  which  has  since  developed  as  the 
Panhandle  part  of  the  Pennsylvania  system.  It 
was  his  Intention  to  build  the  road  through 
Cadiz  on  the  route  from  Steubenville  to  Denni- 
son. At  that  time  railways  were  built  largely  on 
money  voted  to  the  companies  by  township  and 
other  localities.  Cadiz  Township  voted  for  the 
railroad  but  other  townships  along  the  route, 
believing  that  Mr.  Kilgore’s  influence  would 
not  overlook  the  claims  of  Cadiz,  refused  to 
vote  the  allotted  bonus.  Townships  in  the 
northern  port  of  the  county  on  the  other  hand 
all  voted  for  the  aid  for  the  railroad  and  it 
was  built  there  Instead  of  through  Cadiz. 

Mr.  Kilgore  at  the  time  he  was  elected 
president  of  the  railroad  company  moved  to 
Steubenville,  the  city  he  claimed  as  his  home 
until  his  death.  While  on  an  eastern  business 
trip  in  connection  with  his  railroad  interests 
he  died  in  a hotel  at  New  York  City.  By  that 
time  he  had  seen  his  railroad  completed  from 
Steubenville  as  far  as  Bowerston  Tunnel.  This 
original  railroad  has  grown  until  it  is  one  of 
the  strongest  branches  of  the  Pennsylvania 
system. 

Mr.  Kilgore  while  living  In  Cadiz  established 
a select  school  for  the  purpose  of  teaching  the 
higher  branches,  and  was  instrumental  In  se- 
curring  a building  for  it  at  the  northwest  corner 
of  the  Court  House  Square,  the*  lower  part 
being  used  for  the  school  while  the  upper  floor 
was  the  Odd  Fellows  Hall.  This  building  also 
served  as  a temporary  Court  House  during  the 
erection  of  the  present  Court  House  and  later 
was  torn  down. 

Daniel  Kilgore  in  every  way  was  a man  of 
Impressive  character.  About  six  feet  tall, 
square  built,  well  proportioned,  with  black  hair 
and  dark  eyes  and  dark  complexion,  always 
clean  shaven,  he  was  the  physical  embodiment 
of  resourcefulness,  unlimited  energy,  and  a 
kindly  and  wholesome  personality. 

Emanuel  Wright.  Not  only  is  Emanuel 
Wright,  of  Rumley  Township,  one  of  the  suc- 
cessful farmers  of  Harrison  County,  but  is  also 
a dealer  In  stock,  and  Interested  in  several 
banking  institutions  of  Harrison  County,  so  that 
he  may  be  fairly  considered  as  a man  of  large 
affairs.  He  was  bora  in  Monongahela  County, 
West  Virginia.  May  18,  1864,  a son  of  Jeremiah 
S.  Wright  and  grandson  of  Jonathan  Wright. 

Jonathan  Wright  was  also  born  in  Mononga- 
hela County,  West  Virginia,  and  there  he  spent 
his  life,  devoting  himself  to  farming  activities. 
He  married  Catherine  Snyder,  and  they  had  the 
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following  children:  Jeremiah  S.,  John  W.,  and 
Martha.  He  belonged  to  the  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church. 

Jeremiah  S'.  Wright  was  born  in  Monongnhela 
County,  West  Virginia.  There  he  lived  all  of 
his  life  and  died  in  1901,  aged  seventy-three 
years,  and,  like  his  father,  he  was  a farmer. 
Jeremiah  S.  Wright  was  first  married  to  Mary 
Moore,  and  they  had  four  children,  Noah,  Jona- 
than, Catherine  and  Mariah,  Noah  being  the 
only  one  living.  After  the  death  of  his  first 
wife  he  was  married  to  Delilah  Moore,  and 
their  children  were:  Michael,  Eliza  Jane,  de- 
ceased ; Emanuel ; Solomon,  who  died  when 
small;  William  J.,  and  MaVtha,  deceased.  All 
of  her  life  Mrs.  Wright  was  a consistent  and 
earnest  member  of  the  Christian  Church.  Her 
father,  Solomon  Moore,  was  a farmer  of  Monon- 
gahela  County,  West  Virginia,  and  his  children 
were  as  follows:  Perry;  Emanuel,  who  was  a 
Union  soldier  and  was  killed  in  the  service; 
Levi,  Phoebe,  Eliza  and  Druscilla,  all  deceased; 
Juilianna,  Mary  and  Delilah,  deceased.  The 
Moores  were  all  members  of  the  Christian 
Church. 

Emanuel  Wright  went  to  the  district  schools 
of  his  native  county,  and  at  the  same  time 
learned  to  be  a farmer  in  a practical  way.  As 
a young  man  he  began  dealing  in  stock,  and 
for  about  twenty-five  years  was  engaged  in 
butchering  in  West  Virginia,  but  in  March. 
1909,  he  came  to  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  and 
bought  his  present  farm  of  188  acres  in  Rumley 
Township,  and  here  he  Is  carrying  on  general 
farming  and  stockraising,  and  deals  in  stock. 
His  residence  Is  in  Rumley  Township,  along  the 
Jew’ett  and  Cadiz  turnpike  For  fifteen  years 
Mr.  Wright  has  been  a director  of  the  Dunkard 
Valley  Bank  of  Blaekville,  West  Virginia,  and 
for  six  years  has  been  a director  of  the  Jewett 
Bank.  He  is  otherwise  interested  in  Harrison 
County  enterprises,  and  never  loses  an  oppor- 
tunity to  advance  the  welfare  of  his  community. 

On  March  28,  1888,  Mr.  Wright  was  united  in 
marriage  with  Isophene  Berry,  a daughter  of 
Solomon  and  Selina  (Stine)  Berry,  and  they 
have  one  son,  Frank  L.,  who  Is  assisting  his 
father  to  operate  the  homestead.  Frank  L. 
Wright  was  married  to  Margaret  Boyce,  and 
they  have  a daughter,  Helen  Virginia.  The 
Christian  Church  holds  the  membership  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Emanuel  Wright. 

Solomon  Berry,  father  of  Mrs.  Emanuel 
Wright,  was  born  in  Monongahela  County,  West 
Virginia,  but  his  wife  was  born  in  Monroe 
County,  Ohio.  He  was  a wagonmaker  by  trade, 
and  followed  his  calling  in  his  native  county. 
He  and  his  wife  had  the  following  children: 
George  H.,  who  is  deceased;  Maria  Jane,  who 
Is  also  deceased;  Mary  M.,  who  was  third  in 
order  of  birth;  Isophene,  who  Is  Mrs.  Wright: 
Ellen,  who  is  fifth  in  order  of  birth;  and  Bell, 
who  is  deceased.  The  entire  family  belonged  to 
the  Christian  Church. 

John  Berry,  the  paternal  great-grandfather 
of  Mrs.  Emanuel  Wright,  was  born  in  England, 
but  his  wife,  Mary  (Huffman)  Berry,  was  bom 
in  Maryland.  After  coming  to  the  United 
States  he  located  in  West  Virginia,  where  he 
engaged  in  farming.  He  and  his  wife  became 


the  parents  of  the  following  children:  George, 
Frances,  Solomon,  Joseph,  Thomas,  Alpheus  and 
Catherine. 

The  maternal  grandfather  of  Mrs.  Emanuel 
Wright.  Benjamin  Stine,  married  Jemima  Birch, 
and  they  had  the  following  children:  Isaac,  an 
ex-Union  soldier;  Asbury,  an  ex-Union  soldier; 
Evander,  an  ex-Union  soldier;  Jane,  Ellen,  Se- 
lina, Isophene  and  Minerva.  Early  in  life  Ben- 
jamin Stine  was  a miller,  but  later  became  a 
farmer. 

From  the  above  records  it  is  easy  to  prove 
that  the  ancestors  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wright 
have  been  for  several  generations  upright,  in- 
dustrious and  honorable,  and  played  their  part 
in  a quiet  way  in  the  development  of  this 
country. 

William  T.  Palmer  Is  effectively  showing  his 
executive  mettle  and  practical  resourcefulness 
in  his  independent  operations  as  a farmer  in 
his  native  township,  and  is  a son  of  Andrew 
Palmer,  who  likewise  Is  a prosperous  exponent 
of  farm  enterprise  in  Nottingham  Township, 
Harrison  County,  and  who  is  made  the  subject 
of  a personal  sketch  on  other  pages  of  the  vol- 
ume, so  that  a repetition  of  the  family  record 
Is  not  demanded  in  the  present  article. 

William  T.  Palmer  was  born  in  Nottingham 
Township  on  the  28th  of  November,  1874,  and 
his  boyhood  and  youth  found  him  not  neglectful 
of  the  advantages  offered  In  the  district  schools 
of  his  native  township,  where  he  was  reared  on 
his  father’s  farm.  As  a young  man  he  found 
employment  as  a farm  workman,  and  he  con- 
tinued his  effective  service  in  this  capacity  until 
in  1901  he  engaged  in  independent  farm  enter- 
prise in  North  Township.  After  having  there 
rented  a farm  and  given  his  attention  to  its 
management  for  one  year  he  rented  a farm  In 
Stock  Township,  where  he  centered  his  vigorous 
farm  enterprise  for  the  ensuing  five  years. 
Success  attended  his  determined  and  well  di- 
rected efforts,  and  in  February,  1907,  he  found 
himself  so  effectively  reinforced  as  to  enable 
him  to  purchase  his  present  farm,  which  com- 
prises seventy-two  acres  of  the  fertile  and  val- 
uable land  of  Nottingham  Township.  Here  he 
has  gained  the  real  status  of  independence  as  a 
representative  of  the  basic  industries  of  agri- 
culture and  stock-growing,  and  his  success  has 
been  a fitting  reward  for  his  earnest  and  faith- 
ful endeavors.  Mr.  Palmer  gives  his  political 
suppoit  to  the  republican  party,  and  he  served 
one  term  as  trustee  of  Nottingham  Township. 
His  wife  is  an  active  member  of  the  Christian 
Church. 

On  the  20th  of  March,  1900,  Mr.  Palmer 
wedded  Miss  Celeste  Merry  man,  who  was  born 
and  reared  in  Nottingham  Township,  and  who 
is  a daughter  of  Jeremiah  C.  Merryman.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Palmer  have  two  children — Wilbur 
Carson  and  Frances  Gayle. 

Robert  K.  Dunlap  is  a representative  of  the 
fourth  successive  generation  of  the  Dunlap 
family  in  Harrison  County,  with  whose  civic 
and  Industrial  history  the  family  name  has  been 
worthily  linked  for  more  than  a century.  He 
owns  and  resides  upon  the  fine  old  homestead 
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farm  of  his  father  In  Cadiz  Township,  and  in 
addition  to  this  place  of  165  acres  he  owns 
also  an  adjoining  tract  of  158  acres,  his  effec- 
tive management  of  all  departments  of  his  farm 
enterprise  mafking  him  as  one  of  the  leaders 
in  this  important  domain  of  industry  in  his 
native  county. 

Mr.  Dunlap  Is  a great-grandson  of  Adam 
Dunlap,  the  honored  founder  of  the  family  in 
Harrison  County,  within  whose  borders  he  first 
made  his  appearance  in  1807,  long  before  the 
organization  of  the  county  under  the  present 
name.  Adam  Dunlap  was  born  in  Ireland  of 
Scoteh-Irish  parents.  He  married  Rebecca 
Work.  They  became  the  parents  of  six  sons 
and  six  daughters.  Upon  coming  to  America 
he  first  settled  in  Pennsylvania,  In  which  state 
some  of  his  children  were  born,  and  in  1808  he 
established  the  family  home  in  what  is  now 
Athens  Township.  Harrison  County,  Ohio.  In 
the  preceding  year  he  had  erected  a small  log 
cabin  on  his  land  and  for  the  purpose  had  made 
a clearing  in  the  midst  of  the  forest.  With  the 
passing  years  he  brought  a considerable  portion 
of  his  land  under  effective  cultivation,  and  here 
he  and  his  wife  passed  the  remainder  of  their 
lives,  with  a record  of  noble  achievement  under 
pioneer  conditions.  Mr.  Dunlap  died  September 
20,  1830,  and  his  widow  passed  away  May  20, 
1846,  both  having  been  devout  members  of  the 
Nottingham  Presbyterian  Church,  of  which  he 
was  one  of  the  founders.  Adam  Dunlap  was  a 
leader  in  community  affairs  and  was  influential 
in  the  councils  and  activities  of  the  democratic 
party  in  this  section  of  the  Buckeye  state. 

Robert  Dunlap,  grandfather  of  Robert  K.,  was 
born  in  Fayette  County,  Pennsylvania,  in  1794, 
and  was  a vigorous  youth  when  he  accompanied 
his  pa  rents  to  Harrison  County,  where  he 
assisted  in  the  reclaiming  and  other  work  of 
the  home  farm.  There  he  remained  until  his 
marriage  td  Mary  Pattison,  daughter  of  Hugh 
and  Nancy  Pattison,  who  were  natives  of  Ire- 
land and  who  settled  in  Pennsylvania,  where 
Mr.  Pattison  died  soon  afterward.  After  his 
marriage  Robert  Dnulap  cleared  and  improved 
a farm  In  Athens  township,  and  there  he  and 
his  wife  continued  to  reside  until  their  deaths, 
he  having  become  the  owner  of  363  acres  of 
land  in  that  township,  all  of  which  is  still  in 
the  family.  His  wife  died  September  29,  1852, 
and  he  passed  away  March  2,  1860,  their  re- 
mains being  interred  in  the  Nottingham  Ceme- 
tery and  both  having  been  active  members  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church.  He  was  a democrat, 
and  as  a man  of  ability  and  sterling  character 
was  called  upon  to  serve  in  the  various  town- 
ship offices.  They  became  the  parents  of  seven 
children,  all  of  whom  are  now  deceased — Adam, 
Hugh  P..  Samuel.  Nancy,  Rebecca,  Mary  and 
Robert. 

Hugh  P.  Dunlap  was  born  in  Athens  Town- 
ship in  the  year  1822,  and  there  he  was  reared 
to  manhood.  He  continued  his  association  with 
farm  enterprise  in  that  township  until  1869, 
when  he  purchased  and  removed  to  the  farm 
now  owned  and  occupied  by  his  eldest  son. 
Robert  K.  Here  he  was  the  owner  of  a fine 
farm  of  250  acres,  and  here  he  and  his  wife 
remained  until  their  deaths,  he  having  passed 


away  March  28,  1894,  and  his  wife  died  May 
17,  1919.  Both  were  zealous  members  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  and  he  held  to  the  po- 
litical faith  of  the  democratic  party.  As  a 
young  man  Hugh  P.  Dunlap  wedded  Miss  Sarah 
J.  Kennedy,  who  was  bom  In  Rush  Township, 
Tuscarawas  County,  Ohio,  a daughter  of  Na- 
poleon and  Mary  (Gilmore)  Kennedy.  Napoleon 
Kennedy  was  born  in  the  District  of  Columbia, 
a son  of  Matthew  Kennedy,  whose  wife’s  maiden 
name  was  Hines.  They  were  numbered  among 
the  pioneer  settlers  in  Moorefleld  Township, 
Harrison  County,  Ohio,  where  their  son  Na- 
poleon was  reared  to  manhood  and  whence  he 
removed  to  Tuscarawas  County  after  his  mar- 
riage. There  he  took  up  Government  land  and 
developed  the  farm  upon  which  he  and  his  wife 
passed  the  remainder  of  their  lives.  Their 
children  were  seven  in  number — Samuel  G.. 
Eliza,  Sarah  J.,  Martha,  Christina,  Matthew 
and  Mary.  The  death  of  Hugh  P.  Dunlap  oc- 
curred March  28,  1894,  and  his  widow  passed 
to  the  life  eternal  May  17,  1919.  They  became 
the  parents  of  seven  children,  of  whom  four 
are  living — Robert  K.,  Joseph  B.,  Samuel  P. 
and  Albert  C.  John  A.  died  in  June,  1865, 
Amanda  B.  died  February  6,  1901,  and  Mary 
died  in  the  fall  of  1920. 

The  district  schools  of  Athens  Township  af- 
forded Robert  K.  Dunlap  his  early  educational 
advantages,  and  from  his  boyhood  to  the  pres- 
ent time  he  has  been  actively  associated  with 
the  work  of  the  old  home  farm,  of  which  he 
owns  his  relative  share  in  association  with  the 
other  heirs,  besides  being  the  owner  of  an  ad- 
joining tract  of  158  acres,  as  previously  noted 
in  this  review.  He  Is  a native  of  Athens  Town- 
ship, where  he  was  born  February  24,  1859, 
and  was  about  ten  years  old  at  the  time  of  his 
family  removal  to  the  present  farm.  He  is  a 
progressive  and  successful  agriculturist  and 
stock-grower,  is  a democrat  in  his  political  pro- 
clivities, and  holds  to  the  faith  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church,  under  the  influences  of  which 
he  was  reared.  His  name  is  still  enrolled  on 
the  list  of  eligible  bachelors  in  Harrison 
County. 

William  W.  Fawcett.  Green  Township, 
Harrison  County,  claims  as  one  of  its  progres- 
sive exponents  of  farm  industry  this  well  known 
and  popular  citizen,  whose  active  career  has 
included  also  effective  association  with  mercan- 
tile business,  as  well  as  earlier  service  as  a 
teacher  in  the  district  schools.  He  is  a repre- 
sentative of  a sterling  pioneer  family  of  Carroll 
County,  Ohio,  of  which  he  is  a native,  and  thus 
he  is  doubly  entitled  to  recognition  in  this  his- 
tory of  Carroll  and  Harrison  counties. 

Mr.  Fawcett  was  born  in  Union  Township. 
Carroll  County,  on  the  24th  of  July,  1851,  and 
in  the  same  township  were  born  his  parents, 
Charles  Wesley  Fawcett  in  1827  and  Esther 
(Norris)  Fawcett  in  1830,  she  having  been  a 
daughter  of  William  and  Martha  (McComas) 
Norris,  the  former  a native  of  New  Jersey  and 
the-  latter  of  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania. 
William  Norris  was  a pioneer  settler  in  Union 
Township,  Carroll  County,  where  he  reclaimed 
and  developed  a good  farm  where  he  and  his 
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wife  remained  until  their  deaths,  both  having 
been  members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church.  They  became  the  parents  of  six  chil- 
dren— David,  Sarah,  Elizabeth,  Elsie,  Esther 
and  Nancy. 

Charles  Wesley  Fawcett,  whose  personal 
name  indicates  the  religious  faith  of  his  par- 
ents, was  a son  of  Alexander  and  Elizabeth 
(Brooks)  Fawcett,  both  natives  of  Ireland, 
where  the  former  was  born  in  the  year  1808. 
Alexander  Fawcett  likewise  was  numbered 
among  the  early  settlers  in  Union  Township, 
Carroll  County,  to  the  development  and  progress 
of  which  he  contributed  his  full  quota  as  a 
successful  farmer  and  sterling  citizen,  and 
there  both  he  and  his  wife  remained  until  their 
deaths,  both  having  been  zealous  members  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  They  became 
the  parents  of  eleven  children — Charles  Wesley, 
John  W..  Jane,  Letitia,  Mary,  Alexander,  Eliza- 
beth, Margery,  Thomas  H.,  Nancy  and  Margaret. 

Charles  W.  Fawcett  passed  his  entire  life  in 
his  native  township,  where  he  became  one  of 
the  substantial  farmers  and  highly  honored 
citizens  of  Carroll  County  and  where  he  and 
his  wife  were  zealous  members  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church.  On  his  old  homestead  farm 
of  176  acres  he  remained  until  his  death  In 
1010,  and  his  widow  passed  away  in  1914.  Of 
their  children  William  W.,  immediate  subject 
of  this  review,  is  the  eldest:  James  A.  resides 
at  Carrollton:  Martha  became  the  wife  of  Cor- 
nelius B.  Kail,  deceased,  and  her  death  there 
occurred  In  1877 ; David  died  at  the  age  of  two 
years;  Melville  S.  remains  on  his  father’s  old 
homestead  farm  in  Carroll  County:  S'nrah  is 
the  wife  of  Emmerson  M.  Capper,  of  Union 
Township,  that  county. 

William  W.  Fawcett  gained  his  early  educa- 
tion In  the  district  schools  of  his  native  town- 
ship and  the  public  schools  in  the  City  of 
Carrollton.  That  he  made  good  use  of  these 
advantages  is  evidenced  by  his  record  of  four 
years  of  service  as  a popular  and  successful 
teacher  in  the  district  schools  of  Carroll  County. 
His  initial  business  venture  was  made  as  an 
independent  farmer  In  the  township  which  was 
the  place  of  his  birth,  and  In  1877  he  engaged 
in  the  general  merchandise  business  at  Peters- 
burg, that  county.  He  successfully  continued 
this  enterprise  nine  years  and  then  traded  his 
stock  and  business  for  a farm  in  Carroll 
County.  After  operating  this  farm  five  years 
he  sold  the  same  and  purchased  a general  store 
at  Conotton,  Harrison  County,  where  he  con- 
tinued in  business  about  two  years.  His  store 
and  its  contents  were  destroyed  by  fire  in  1893, 
in  which  year  he  established  his  residence  In 
Green  Township,  Harrison  County,  where  he  has 
since  continued  his  active  and  successful  asso- 
ciation with  agricultural  and  live-stock  Indus- 
try. In  1915  he  purchased  his  present  farm, 
which  comprises  114*4  acres  and  which  is  well 
improved.  A public-spirited  citizen  of  well  for- 
tified views  relative  to  political  matters,  he  is 
found  arrayed  In  the  ranks  of  the  republican 
party,  and  he  is  an  active  member  of  the  Metho- 
dist Episcopal  Church,  as  was  also  his  wife, 
whose  death  occurred  October  4,  1909. 

November  12,  1879,  recorded  the  marriage  of 


Mr.  Fawcett  to  Miss  Nancy  Jane  Melvin,  and 
thus  their  companionship  continued  thirty  years 
— until  the  gracious  ties  were  severed  by  the 
death  of  the  loved  and  devoted  wife  and  mother, 
who  was  born  In  Washington  County,  Pennsyl- 
vania, a daughter  of  John  and  Susanna  (Boles) 
Melvin.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Fawcett  became  the  par- 
ents of  a fine  family  of  fifteen  children,  of 
whom  all  but  four  are  living:  Norris  M.,  now 
a resident  of  Canton,  Stark  County,  married 
Miss  Rada  McCort,  and  they  have  one  child, 
Helen;  George  I.  died  at  the  age  of  two  years; 
Charles  A.,  a resident  of  Carrollton,  married 
Miss  Rena  Stanley,  and  their  one  child  is  a 
son,  Howard;  Elsie  is  the  wife  of  Willard 
Thompson,  of  German  Township,  Harrison 
County,  and  they  became  the  parents  of  four 
children — Marietta,  Francis,  Raymond  (de- 
ceased) and  Wilma;  John  and  Howard  remain 
at  the  paternal  home;  Elizabeth  is  the  wife  of 
Frederick  O.  Phillips,  of  Hopedale,  and  they 
have  three  children — Lester,  Laurence  and  Isa- 
bel; Mary  is  the  wife  of  Frank  Rutledge,  of 
Carroll  County,  and  they  have  two  children — 
Eva  and  Wilma;  Jessie  V.  remains  at  the  pa- 
ternal home;  Melville  died  at  the  age  of  two 
years;  Carrie  resides  at  Carrollton;  William  M. 
and  Russell  died  in  early  childhood;  and  Ida 
and  Etta  are  members  of  the  paternal  home 
circle. 

John  N.  Hinf.s  owns  and  resides  upon  an 
excellent  farm  of  eighty-six  acres  in  Notting- 
ham Township,  Harrison  County,  and  has  Im- 
pressed himself  as  one  of  the  progressive  agri- 
culturists and  stock-growers  of  the  younger 
generation  in  his  native  county,  where  he  is  a 
scion  of  a representative  pioneer  family. 

John  Newton  Hines  was  born  in  Cadiz  Town- 
ship, this  county,  on  the  ICth  of  July,  1879, 
and  is  a son  of  James  M.  and  Elmira  J.  (Car- 
son)  Hines,  the  former  of  whom  died  on  the 
12th  of  May,  1919,  and  the  latter  of  whom  still 
resides  in  the  county  of  her  birth,  her  ances- 
tral record  tracing  back  to  an  early  period  in 
the  history  of  Harrison  County. 

James  McMahan  Hines,  son  of  William  and 
Isabella  (Hitchcock)  Hines,  was  born  in  Harri- 
son County  on  the  5th  of  March,  1844,  and  here 
he  received  the  advantages  of  the  common 
schools  of  the  period.  His  father  was  born  in 
Allegany  County,  Maryland,  March  19,  1800, 
and  was  four  years  of  age  when  his  parents, 
Rudolph  and  Sarah  (Huff)  Hines,  came  to  Jef- 
ferson County,  Ohio,  whence  about  a year  later 
they  removed  to  what  Is  now  the  State  of  West 
Virginia,  where  they  remained  eight  years.  In 
the  spring  of  1814  Rudolph  Hines  came  with 
his  family  to  Harrison  County,  where  he  se- 
cured land  and  began  the  development  of  a 
farm  in  the  midst  of  the  virgin  forest.  Here 
he  and  his  wife  remained  as  honored  pioneer 
citizens  until  their  deaths,  he  having  been 
ninety  years  of  age  when  he  passed  away  and 
his  widow  having  soon  followed  him  to  eternal 
rest.  They  became  the  parents  of  twelve  chil- 
dren. 

February  15,  1827,  recorded  the  marriage  of 
William  Hines  to  Miss  Isabella  Hitchcock, 
daughter  of  John  and  Jane  (McMahan)  Hitch- 
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cock,  and  thereafter  they  remained  on  the  old 
homestead  farm  of  his  father  until  they  both 
passed  away,  Mr.  Hines  having  been  eighty- 
seven  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  his  death,  in 
1887,  and  his  wife,  who  was  born  January  24, 
180p,  having  survived  him  by  several  years. 
Mr.  Hines  was  prospered  in  his  earnest  activi- 
ties as  a farmer  and  at  one  time  was  the  owner 
of  300  acres  of  land.  He  was  first  a whig  and 
later  a republican  in  politics,  and  he  and  his 
wife  held  membership  in  the  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church.  They  became  the  parents  of  ten 
children,  one  son  having  died  in  infancy,  and 
the  names  of  the  other  children  being  here  re- 
corded: John  R.,  Sarah  Jane  (Mrs.  Gillespie 
Haverfield),  Lemuel  Browning,  William  Fletch- 
er, Mary  Ellen  (Mrs.  Joseph  McBeth),  Samuel 
Montgomery,  James  McMahan,  Thomas  Hogg 
and  Ezra  Lawson,  the  last  two  sons  having  died 
when  young. 

Rudolph  Hines,  the  founder  of  the  family  in 
Harrison  County,  was  a son  of  John  Hines,  who 
immigrated  to  America  from  Germany  prior  to 
the  war  of  the  Revolution,  In  which  the  son 
Rudolph  served  as  a soldier  in  the  Continental 
Line,  his  later  career  as  a pioneer  in  Ohio 
having  been  noted  In  a preceding  paragraph. 

John  McMahan  Hines,  father  of  him  whose 
name  Introduces  this  review,  went  forth  as  a 
representative  of  Harrison  County  in  the  Civil 
war.  On  the  7th  of  August,  1863,  he  enlisted 
in  Company  C,  Fifth  Independent  Battalion  of 
Ohio  Rangers,  with  which  he  served  in  the 
mountains  of  Kentucky,  where  he  took  part  in 
many  skirmishes  and  other  minor  engagements. 
After  serving  about  seven  months  he  returned 
home,  but  on  the  2d  of  February,  1864,  he  re- 
enlisted, as  a member  of  Company  B,  One 
Hundred  and  Ninety-seventh  Ohio  Volunteer  In- 
fantry, which  was  a part  of  the  Army  of  the 
East,  with  which  he  continued  in  service  until 
the  close  of  the  war,  his  honorable  discharge 
having  been  received  July  31,  1866,  at  Balti- 
more, Maryland.  November  3,  1868,  recorded 
the  marriage  of  Mr.  Hines  to  Miss  Elmira  J. 
Carson,  a daughter  of  Elijah  and  Margaret 
(Mahaffey)  Carson,  the  former  of  whom  was 
born  in  Maryland,  of  Welsh  ancestry,  and  the 
latter  of  whom  was  born  in  Washington  County, 
Pennsylvania.  John  Carson,  father  of  Elijah, 
was  one  of  the  sterling  pioneers  of  Harrison 
County,  Ohio,  where  his  death  occurred  in  Not- 
tingham Township.  Elijah  Carson  was  a farmer 
and  shoemaker  in  Nottingham  Township,  be- 
came one  of  the  staunch  supporters  of  the  pro- 
hibition party  and  served  many  years  as  justice 
of  the  peace.  He  was  born  in  1810  and  died  in 
November,  1887;  his  wife  was  born  in  1803,  and 
died  in  18S4.  They  became  the  parents  of  seven 
children.  In  1876  Mr.  and  Mrs.  James  M.  Hines 
established  their  home  on  the  farm  which  con- 
tinued to  be  his  place  of  residence  during  the 
remainder  of  his  life  and  on  which  he  died 
May  12,  1919,  as  previously  noted.  Mr.  Hines 
was  a staunch  republican  and  was  affiliated 
with  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic. 

John  Newton  Hines  acquired  his  early  edu- 
cation In  the  district  schools  of  Cadiz  Township, 
and  he  remained  at  the  parental  home  until  his 
marriage,  October  26,  1899,  to  Miss  Lida  E. 


Mallernee,  daughter  of  Lemuel  J.  and  Lida  E. 
(Brown)  Mallernee,  of  Stock  Township.  After 
his  marriage  Mr.  Hines  began  farming  in  Not- 
tingham Township,  where  he  has  since  contin- 
ued to  follow  this  vocation,  save  for  two  years 
during  which  he  was  similarly  engaged  in  Stock 
Township,  and  two  years  in  Cadiz  Township. 
The  names  and  respective  dates  of  birth  of  the 
children  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hines  are  here  given: 
Ora  O.,  March  6,  1901;  Alma  Florence,  March 
9,  1904 ; Cloyd  D.,  August  8,  1907 ; and  Victorine 
P.,  February  11,  1919. 

Lemuel  J.  Mallernee,  father  of  Mrs.  Hines, 
was  born  in  Nottingham  Township,  this  county, 
on  the  5th  of  July,  1851,  a son  of  Levi  and 
Eleanor  (Johnson)  Mallernee,  the  latter  a 
daughter  of  Benjamin  and  Eleanor  Johnson, 
pioneer  settlers  in  Harrison  County.  Levi 
Mallernee  was  born  in  Nottingham  Township, 
this  county,  February  12,  1816,  and  was  a son 
of  Emanuel  and  Rachel  (Matthews)  Mallernee, 
the  former  of  whom  was  born  November  3,  1779, 
and  the  latter  on  the  13th  of  December,  1788. 
a daughter  of  Francis  and  Mary  Matthews. 
Emanuel  Mallernee  came  from  Jefferson  County, 
Ohio,  to  Harrison  County  about  the  year  1804, 
and  became  a pioneer  farmer  in  Nottingham 
Township,  where  he  and  his  wife  passed  the 
remainder  of  their  lives.  The  names  and  re- 
spective birth-dates  of  their  children  are  here 
recorded : William,  March  30,  1807 ; Aquilla. 
January  6,  1909;  Mary  Ann,  August  7,  1811; 
Matthew,  October  12,  1813;  Levi,  February  12, 
1816;  Emanuel,  November  3,  1818;  Lewis  C.t 
May  18,  1822;  and  Elizabeth,  May  25,  1825. 
After  the  death  of  his  first  wife,  June  24,  1828, 
Emanuel  Mallernee  eventually  married  Miss 
Hannah  Eaton,  and  they  became  the  parents  of 
three  children:  Benjamin,  born  October  4,  1830; 
Rachel  Ann,  born  August  13,  1832;  and  Jared, 
born  September  10,  1834. 

As  a young  man  Levi  Mallernee  established 
a livery  stable  at  Cadiz,  and  this  he  was  con- 
ducting at  the  time  when,  on  the  4th  of  July, 
1840,  he  met  with  an  accident  that  caused  the 
amputation  of  his  right  arm,  which  was  vir- 
tually shot  off  in  the  discharge  of  a gun  at  the 
time  of  a patriotic  celebration  at  Cadiz.  A 
short  time  thereafter  he  removed  to  Notting- 
ham Township,  where  he  continued  his  associa- 
tion with  farm  industry  during  the  remainder 
of  his  active  career.  He  passed  the  last  few 
years  of  his  life  at  Deersville,  Franklin  Town- 
ship, where  he  died  on  the  1st  of  June,  1880. 
December  6,  1838,  he  married  Miss  Eleanor 
Johnson,  who  was  born  In  Nottingham  Town- 
ship, January  27,  1820,  a daughter  of  Benjamin 
and  Eleanor  Johnson,  and  she  passed  away  De- 
cember 23,  1863,  three  days  after  the  birth  of 
the  youngest  of  her  nine  children,  whose  names 
and  dates  of  birth  are  here  noted:  David 
Turner.  November  18,  1839:  Emanuel,  March 
22,  1843;  Mary  Ann,  March  25,  1846;  Benjamin 
J.,  February  10,  1849;  Lemuel  J.,  July  5,  1851; 
Lydia  Ann,  August  3,  1854;  Caroline  L.,  August 
26,  1857 ; Eleanor  Jeanette.  July  18.  I860;  and 
Kinsey  C.,  December  20,  1863.  For  his  second 
wife  Levi  Mallernee  married  Mrs.  Jemima 
(Garner)  Hines,  and  they  became  the  parents 
of  three  children — James  G.,  born  October  10, 
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1866;  Levi  E.,  born  October  20,  1868;  and  Ruth 
J.,  born  January  6,  1871/  After  the  death  of 
hi8  second  wife  Levi  Mallernee  married  Rachel 
Crabtree  on  the  1st  of  June,  1879,  and  his  death 
occurred  exactly  one  year  later.  Mr.  Mallernee 
was  a republican  in  politics  and  was  for  many 
years  prior  to  his  death  a zealous  member  of 
the  Baptist  Church. 

Lemuel  J.  Mallernee  was  reared  and  educated 
in  Nottingham  Township,  and  he  has  to  his 
credit  a long  record  of  successful  association 
with  farm  industry  in  his  native  township.  In 
1878  he  purchased  and  removed  to  a farm  of 
eighty-three  acres  in  Stock  Township,  and  there 
he  remained  until  his  death  on  December  24, 
1920.  In  1869  he  married  Miss  Lida  E.  Brown, 
daughter  of  Elisha  Brown,  and  her  death  oc- 
curred in  1881.  Of  the  two  children  of  this 
union  Mrs.  Hines,  wife  of  the  subject  of  this 
review,  is  the  younger,  and  Cloyd  A.,  who  mar- 
ried Miss  Mabel  Mount,  resides  at  Dennison, 
Tuscarawas  County.  For  his  second  wife  Mr. 
Mallernee  married  Eleanor  Shissler,  daughter 
of  David  Shissler,  and  she  passed  to  the  life 
eternal  on  the  11th  of  March,  1918.  Of  the 
second  marriage  were  born  two  children  : Bertha, 
who  is  the  wife  of  William  Flaherty,  and  Es- 
tella,  who  is  the  wife  of  Sherman  Busby. 

David  Cunningham.  It  has  been  the  pleas- 
ure of  Mrs.  Laura  Phillips  Cunningham,  of 
Cadiz,  to  commemorate  the  name  of  her  hus- 
band, the  late  David  Cunningham,  who  from 
1850  until  his  death,  December  14,  1917,  was 
a member  of  the  Harrison  County  bar  and  an 
attorney  at  law  in  Cadiz.  Since  the  coming  of 
David  Cunningham,  the  grandfather,  in  1812, 
the  name  has  been  identified  with  the  history 
of  Harrison  County.  David  Cunningham,  the 
lawyer  for  so  many  years,  was  born  March  1, 
1837,  after  the  family  had  lived  many  years  in 
Nottingham  Township,  but  his  father,  John 
Cunningham,  was  born,  October  29,  1808,  before 
the  family  left  Fayette  County,  Pennsylvania. 

The  David  Cunningham  who  brought  the 
family  name  to  Harrison  County  was  bom  May 
6,  1783,  in  Pennsylvania.  On  December  23, 
1806,  he  married  Mary  McLaughlin,  and  they 
came  from  Fayette  County,  Pennsylvania,  to 
Harrison  County  on  their  bridal  journey,  riding 
on  horse  back,  and  when  they  located  their  new 
home  in  the  forest  the  trees  had  to  be  cut 
away  for  their  cabin  home  in  the  wilderness. 
He  later  donated  the  land  and  helped  build  the 
first  church  in  the  community. 

On  February  23,  1829,  John  Cunningham 
married  Nancy  Sharp  in  Harrison  County.  He 
was  a farmer  and  spent  most  of  his  life  in 
Nottingham  Township,  finally  moving  to  Cadiz, 
where  he  died  August  17,  1870.  The  Cunning- 
ham home  in  Nottingham  Township  was  a 
brick  farm  house  built  in  1825,  the  fresco  and 
wall  decorations  in  it  being  the  handiwork  of 
David  Cunningham,  senior,  who  had  done  some- 
thing of  that  line  of  work  In  Pennsylvania. 
Two  children  were  born  there  to  John  Cunning- 
ham : Mary,  who  married  Eldred  Holliday,  and 
David,  who  spent  his  years  of  business  activity 
in  Cadiz.  Throughout  its  history  the  Cunning- 


ham family  has  been  identified  with  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church. 

While  David  Cunningham  had  the  common 
school  advantages  afforded  him  in  Nottingham 
Township,  he  was  ambitious  and  later  attended 
Franklin  College,  graduating  In  the  class  of 
1857  from  that  well  known  Harrison  County 
educational  institution  located  in  New  Athens. 
He  was  reading  law  in  the  office  of  the  Hon. 
John  A.  Bingham  of  Cadiz  at  the  time  of  the 
breaking  out  of  the  Civil  war,  and  with  other 
young  men  of  the  community  he  enlisted  in 
August,  1861,  and  when  the  young  men  of 
Harrison  County  were  formed  into  Company  B 
of  the  Thirtieth  Regiment  of  Ohio  Volunteer 
Infantry,  he  was  unanimously  chosen  captain. 
This  regiment  became  part  of  the  Army  of  the 
Potomac,  and  Captain  Cunningham  was  its  com- 
mander in  some  of  the  hard  fought  battles — 
South  Mountain,  Antietam,  the  Second  Battle 
of  Bull  Run,  Vicksburg  and  others. 

On  November  29,  1862,  Captain  Cunningham 
was  commissioned  a major  on  account  of  his 
bravery  and  efficient  military  service.  As  major 
he  was  in  command  of  the  regiment  at  Vicks- 
burg and  Jackson,  but  on  account  of  serious 
illness  caused  by  continued  exposure  in  the  low 
lands  of  Mississippi,  on  September  20,  1863,  he 
was  forced  to  resign  and  two  days  later  was 
honorably  discharged  from  the  Union  Army. 
However,  before  his  discharge,  Major  Cunning- 
ham was  brevetted  colonel,  a military  recogni- 
tion highly  appreciated  by  him. 

When  discharged  from  the  Union  Army 
Colonel  Cunningham  returned  to  the  study  of 
law  in  Cadiz,  and  in  1866  became  prosecuting 
attorney  in  Harrison  County.  In  1871  Colonel 
Cunningham  was  elected  to  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives in  the  Ohio  Legislature  by  the  re- 
publicans of  Harrison  County.  In  1876  he  was 
a member  of  the  Electoral  College  that  decided 
In  favor  of  President  Rutherford  B.  Hayes  in  a 
contested  election,  in  1896  he  was  a member  of 
the  National  Republican  Convention  that  nomi- 
nated William  McKinley  for  president  of  the 
United  States,  and  also  served  as  a member  of 
the  constitutional  convention. 

Colonel  Cunningham  was  chairman  of  the 
commission  named  by  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment to  locate  the  position  of  the  Ohio  regi- 
ments engaged  in  the  great  battle  of  Antietam, 
and  to  superintend  the  placing  of  the  monu- 
ments to  commemorate  the  bravery  of  the  sol- 
diers who  fought  in  that  battle.  All  of  his  life 
Colonel  Cunningham  was  interested  in  the  mili- 
tary affairs  of  Harrison  County.  In  1866  he 
became  a director  of  the  Harrison  National 
Bank  of  Cadiz,  and  in  1881  became  Its  presi- 
dent. He  filled  this  position  continuously  until 
1910,  when  he  voluntarily  resigned. 

On  October  13,  1859,  while  engaged  in  the 
study  of  law,  Colonel  Cunningham  married 
Laura  Phillips,  of  Cadiz.  She  is  a daughter 
of  Thomas  and  Elizabeth  (Williams)  Phillips. 
Thomas  Phillips  was  born  in  1792  in  Chester 
County,  Pennsylvania,  and  died  in  1871  in 
Cadiz.  In  1816  he  married  Elizabeth  Williams 
and  brought  her  as  a bride  to  Cadiz.  His  first 
business  venture  was  to  build  a brick  hotel  on 
the  corner  of  Steubenville  and  Warren  streets. 
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and  beside  conducting  the  hotel  he  engaged  in 
the  manufacture  of  shoes,  employing  a number 
of  men  in  his  shoe  factory. 

A few  years  later  Mr.  Phillips  was  appointed 
postmaster,  and  served  the  community  sixteen 
years  in  that  capacity.  For  twenty  years  he 
was  a justice  of  the  peace  In  Harrison  County. 
His  wife  was  a daughter  of  Bazaleel  and  Jane 
(Blair)  Williams,  and  their  children  were: 
Adaline,  Rachel,  Mary,  William,  John,  Caroline, 
Laura  and  Martha,  all  born  in  Cadiz.  It  was 
Laura  who  became  Mrs.  David  Cunningham, 
and  who  now  commemorates  her  relatives  in  the 
history.  Her  father,  Thomas  Phillips,  was  a 
son  of  William  Phillips,  whose  time  of  life  was 
from  1763  to  1854,  and  whose  wife  was  Rachel 
Hamilton.  Their  children  were:  Robert,  Jane, 
William,  Mary,  Margaret,  Eliza,  Thomas,  John 
and  Martha.  They  were  all  born  and  reared  in 
Chester  County,  Pennsylvania. 

The  children  born  to  David  and  Laura  Cun- 
ningham are:  Mary,  wife  of  John  M.  Sharon, 
of  Cadiz;  John,  who  married  Mary  Welch,  lives 
in  Evanston,  Illinois;  Ralph,  who  married  Ada 
Schreiber,  lives  in  Pittsburgh;  Helen  is  the 
wife  of  E.  V.  Itawn  and  they  live  in  Hopkins- 
ville, Kentucky.  Mrs.  Cunningham  maintains 
her  residence  in  Cadiz. 

John  A.  McAfee,  who  is  now  living  virtually 
retired  at  New  Rumley,  Harrison  County, 
proved  well  his  ability  and  progressiveness  dur- 
ing many  years  of  active  association  with  farm 
industry  In  his  native  county,  and  is  a well 
known  representative  of  a family  whose  name 
has  been  worthily  linked  with  the  history  of 
Harrison  County  for  nearly  a century. 

Mr.  McAfee  was  born  in  Rumley  Township, 
this  county,  on  the  23d  of  April,  1856,  and  is  a 
son  of  James  McAfee,  Jr.,  who  was  living  re- 
tired at  New  Rumley  at  the  time  of  his  death, 
April  25,  1898.  James  McAfee,  Jr.,  was  born 
In  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania,  in  the 
year  1817.  and  was  a son  of  James  and  Mary 
(Wybel)  McAfee,  both  likewise  natives  of  Penn- 
sylvania, where  the  former  was  born  in  1785 
in  Washington  County,  and  where  the  latter 
was  born  in  1790,  a daughter  of  George  and 
Polly  (Rummel)  Wybel,  who  came  from  Ger- 
many and  established  their  home  in  the  old 
Keystone  State,  whence  they  later  came  to  Ohio 
and  gained  pioneer  experience.  James  McAfee, 
grandfather  of  him  whose  name  initiates  this 
review,  was  a son  of  James  McAfee,  a native 
of  Ireland  and  a very  early  settler  in  Washing- 
ton County,  Pennsylvania,  where  he  and  his 
wife  remained  until  their  deaths,  their  children 
having  been  three  sons  and  four  daughters. 
The  death  of  James  McAfee,  the  original 
American  progenitor,  occurred  about  1795. 

James  McAfee  II  was  reared  to  manhood  in 
Washington  County,  Pennsylvania,  and  received 
educational  advantages  somewhat  superior  to 
those  accorded  to  the  average  youth  of  the  lo- 
cality and  period.  In  1S23  he  numbered  him- 
self among  the  pioneers  of  Harrison  County, 
Ohio,  where  he  settled  on  the  northwest  quarter 
of  section  24,  Rumley  Township,  and  instituted 
the  reclaiming  of  a farm  from  the  forest  wilds. 
In  the  early  days  he  found  requisition  for  his 


effective  services  as  a teacher  in  the  pioneer 
schools  of  the  county,  and  he  was  known  as 
a man  of  fine  intellectuality  and  high  ethical 
standards — one  well  qualified  for  leadership  in 
popular  sentiment  and  action.  He  was  a re- 
publican in  politics,  and  both  he  and  his  wife 
were  zealous  and  influential  members  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  with  which  they 
maintained  affiliation  in  Harrison  County.  In 
1832  Mr.  McAfee  sold  his  original  farm  and 
removed  to  North  Township,  where  he  continued 
his  farm  operations  until  the  early  ’50s,  when 
he  purchased  the  old  Custer  homestead  at  New 
Rumley,  and  established  his  residence  in  the 
house  which  figured  as  the  birthplace  of  Gen. 
George  Custer,  the  distinguished  army  officer 
who  met  death  in  the  historic  Indian  massacre 
which  perpetuates  his  name.  Mr.  McAfee  died 
in  the  year  1876,  his  wife  having  passed  away 
several  years  before. 

James  McAfee,  Jr.,  was  about  six  years  of 
age  at  the  time  when  his  parents  established 
their  residence  in  Harrison  County,  where  he 
was  reared  on  the  old  home  farm  in  Rumley 
Township,  and  in  the  meanwhile  profited  duly 
by  the  advantages  afforded  in  the  pioneer 
schools.  In  1840  he  married  Miss  Letta  Gordon, 
daughter  of  David  jfnd  Libbie  (Archibald) 
Gordon,  and  they  became  the  parents  of  three 
children — Mary  (Mrs.  Martin  Kail),  Elizabeth 
(Mrs.  John  W.  Finnicum),  and  Letta  Manbeck 
(died  in  March,  1882).  Mrs.  McAfee  died  In 
the  year  1846,  and  In  1849  James  McAfee,  Jr., 
wedded  Mrs.  Margaret  (Hendricks)  Ackerson. 
By  her  first  marriage  she  had  one  daughter, 
Catherine.  Mrs.  McAfee  was  born  August  6, 
1823,  a daughter  of  Peter  and  Catherine  (Web- 
ster) Hendricks.  Mrs.  Margaret  (Hendricks) 
.McAfee  was  summoned  to  eternal  rest  in  Sep- 
tember, 1878,  and  was  survived  by  three  chil- 
dren— Andrew,  who  died  in  1889;  James  (fourth 
of  the  name),  who  became  a successful  farmer 
in  Rumley  Township;  and  John  A.,  who  is  the 
immediate  subject  of  this  sketch.  In  October, 
1880,  James  McAfee,  Jr.,  contracted  a third 
marriage  with  Miss  Sarah  Jane  Gundy,  daugh- 
ter of  William  and  Susanna  (Gotshall)  Gundy, 
and  she  died  in  1S92. 

James  McAfee,  Jr.,  remained  on  his  farm  in 
Rumley  Township  until  1889,  when  he  retired 
and  established  his  home  at  New  Rumley,  his 
residence  having  there  continued  until  his 
death,  on  the  25th  of  April,  1898.  He  was 
originally  a republican,  but  his  earnest  convic- 
tions eventually  led  him  to  become  actively 
affiliated  with  the  prohibition  party,  of  whose 
principles  he  continued  a staunch  advocate 
during  the  remainder  of  his  life.  He  was  a 
zealous  member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  and  was  a man  who  ever  commanded 
secure  place  in  the  confidence  and  regard  of 
those  with  whom  he  came  in  contact  in  the 
varied  relations  of  life. 

John  A.  McAfee  acquired  his  preliminary 
education  in  the  district  schools  of  Rumley 
Township  and  supplemented  this  by  attending 
Scio  College  for  two  terms.  He  was  a young 
man  when  he  began  his  independent  career  as 
a farmer  in  Rumley  Township,  and  a generous 
success  attended  his  vigorous  and  well  directed 
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enterprise  in  connection  with  agricultural  and 
live-stock  industry.  He  continued  his  active 
association  with  the  work  and  management  of 
his  farm  until  the  autumn  of  1917,  when  he 
removed  to  New  Rumley,  in  which  village  he 
has  since  lived  practically  retired  and  in  the 
enjoyment  of  the  peace  and  prosperity  which 
should  ever  crown  years  of  earnest  and  effective 
endeavor.  He  is  a republican  in  political  al- 
legiance, and  he  and  his  wife  are  earnest  mem- 
bers of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  at  New 
Rumley,  of  which  he  has  served  many  years  as 
a trustee,  and  is  a trustee  at  the  present  time. 

In  1878  was  solemnized  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  McAfee  to  Miss  Susanna  A.  Manbeck,  who 
was  born  and  reared  in  Rumley  Township  and 
who  Is  a daughter  of  William  and  Isabel  A. 
(Miller)  Manbeck,  the  former  a native  of  Rum- 
ley Township  and  the  latter  of  German  Town- 
ship, this  county,  their  marriage  having  been 
solemnized  June  25,  1849,  and  both  having  been 
residents  of  Rumley  Township  at  the  time  of 
their  deaths.  They  became  the  parents  of 
fourteen  children:  John,  Mary  Elizabeth  (Mrs. 
Samuel  Heidy),  Daniel,  Charles  R.,  Sarah  Mar- 
garet (Mrs.  Michael  B.  Boor),  Marla  Catherine 
(Mrs.  William  Long),  Marlanda  Andora  (died 
in  early  childhood),  Susanna  Almira  (Mrs.  John 
A.  McAfee),  Isabel  Angeline  (died  young), 
Phoebe  Jane  (Mrs,  Reid  Arbaugh),  Jacob  Mil- 
ler and  Thomas  Ellsworth  (twins,  the  latter 
dying  in  infancy),  William  Austin,  and  Omer 
W.  (died  in  January,  1917).  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
McAfee  have  four  children : Edward  E.,  a 
farmer  in  Rumley  Township,  married  Miss 
Florence  Kohler,  and  they  have  four  children — 
Dorothy  May,  Bertha  Marie,  Blanche  C.  and 
Edna  Josephine.  Ross  S.,  who  resides  at 
Jewett,  this  county,  married  first  Hattie  Kohler, 
who  met  her  death  from  a stroke  of  lightning. 
This  occurred  while  she  and  her  mother-in-law 
were  engaged  in  seeding  cherries  at  the  McAfee 
home.  A storm  coming  up,  the  two  ladles  went 
to  the  barn  to  put  the  buggy  in  its  place.  On 
their  yray  hack  to  the  house,  and  while  under 
a small  apple  tree,  a bolt  of  lightning  struck 
the  tree  and  the  younger  woman  was  instantly 
killed,  while  the  older  woman  was  knocked 
senseless,  the  bolt  having  ripped  her  shoe  down 
the  back  as  though  cut  with  a knife.  Ross  S'. 
McAfee’s  second  marriage  was  with  Laura  Hall. 
Eva  M.  is  the  wife  of  Homer  E.  Sawvel,  of 
New  Rumley,  and  they  became  the  parents  of 
four  children,  of  whom  three  are  living — Ruth 
(died  at  the  age  of  seven  years),  John  Leo, 
Charles  E.  and  Henry  Dwight.  Margaret  Isa- 
bel is  the  wife  of  Lester  G.  Amos,  of  Rumley 
Township,  and  they  have  one  child,  Coyla. 

Alvbed  B.  Manbdok  needs  no  further  evi- 
dence than  the  general  appearance  of  his  fine 
farm  estate  in  Rumley  Township,  Harrison 
County,  to  determine  his  status  as  one  of 
the  progressive  and  successful  exponents  of 
agricultural  and  live-stock  Industry  in  his  na- 
tive county,  but  aside  from  his  achievement  in 
this  important  field  of  enterprise  he  gained  dis- 
tinctive prestige  in  the  pedagogic  profession,  as 
a representative  of  which  he  gave  nearly  thir- 


teen years  of  effective  service  as  a teacher  in 
the  schools  of  Harrison  County. 

Mr.  Manbeck  was  born  at  New  Rumley  in 
the  township  which  is  his  present  place  of 
residence,  and  the  date  of  his  nativity  was  Jan- 
uary 10,  1876.  His  parents,  Joseph  and  Bath- 
sheba  (Bishop)  Manbeck,  likewise  were  born 
in  this  township,  and  the  latter  was  a daughter 
of  John  and  Naomi  (Martin)  Bishop.  Her 
father  came  from  Pennsylvania  and  was  an 
early  settler  in  Rumley  Township,  where  he 
developed  an  excellent  farm  and  where  he  re- 
mained until  his  death,  at  the  patriarchal  age 
of  ninety-six  years,  his  wife  having  preceded 
him  to  eternal  rest.  Their  children  were  eleven 
in  number,  namely : Hiram,  Frederick  Z.,  Oliver, 
Susan,  Lucinda,  Rebecca,  Henrietta,  Vermelia, 
Louise,  Bathsheba  and  Bethla. 

John  Manbeck  grandfather  of  the  subject  of 
this  review,  was  born  in  Pennsylvania  and  be- 
came one  of  the  pioneer  representatives  of  farm 
industry  in  Rumley  Township,  Harrison  County, 
where  he  stood  exponent  of  loyal  and  liberal 
citizenship  until  his  death,  at  the  age  of 
seventy-six  years.  His  first  wife  died  when  a 
comparatively  young  woman.  They  became  the 
parents  of  seven  children — John,  Jr.,  Samuel, 
Jonathan,  James,  Joseph,  Mary  and  Diana. 
After  the  death  of  his  first  wife  Mr.  Manbeck 
contracted  a second  marriage,  and  of  this  union 
was  bora  one  son,  William. 

Joseph  Manbeck  was  reared  on  the  pioneer 
farm  of  his  father  and  passed  virtually  his  en- 
tire life  in  Rumley  Township,  his  death  having 
occurred  in  1901  and  his  wife  having  passed 
away  in  1895.  Both  held  membership  in  the 
United  Brethren  Church.  Their  children  were 
nine  in  number:  Elizabeth  (Mrs.  John  C. 

Glover),  Mary  Edith  (died  in  early  childhood), 
John  W.,  Harry  O.,  Edward  O.,  Alfred  B.,  Della 
(wife  of  Ralph  W.  Riley  of  Trumbull  County), 
Viola  (Mrs.  Joseph  Croghan),  and  Goldie  A. 
(deceased). 

Alfred  B.  Manbeck  gained  his  preliminary 
education  in  the  district  schools  of  Rumley 
Township,  and  thereafter  attended  S'cio  College 
for  a short  time.  His  ambition  made  him  an 
avidious  student,  and  that  he  profited  fully  by 
the  advantages  that  were  his  is  shown  by  the 
fact  at  the  age  of  eighteen  years  he  proved  him- 
self eligible  for  pedagogic  service  and  became  a 
teacher  In  the  district  schools.  He  continued 
his  work  as  a successful  and  popular  teacher 
for  a period  of  somewhat  more  than  thirteen 
years,  and  in  the  meanwhile  his  service  and 
continued  study  brought  to  him  marked  intel- 
lectual advancement.  During  the  eight  years 
which  he  taught  In  the  district  schools  he  gave 
five  years  to  teaching  In  the  Cole  school  in 
Rumley  Township.  During  the  last  five  years 
of  his  service  as  a teacher  he  held  the  position 
of  principal  of  the  public  schools  at  New  Rum- 
ley. At  the  time  of  his  retirement  he  held  a 
five-years’  certificate  as  a teacher. 

In  the  spring  of  1907  Mr.  Manbeck  engaged 
in  farm  enterprise  in  Rumley  Township,  where 
he  Is  now  the  owner  of  a well  improved  farm 
of  200  acres,  which  he  has  made  a center  of 
successful  agriculture  and  stock-raising,  his  at- 
tention being  given  specially  to  the  breeding 
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and  growing  of  live  stock  of  high  standard.  A 
man  who  gained  his  higher  education  largely 
through  self-discipline,  during  many  hours  of 
earnest  application  to  study,  it  was  to  be  taken 
for  granted  that  in  connection  with  farm  en- 
terprise Mr.  Manbeck  should  manifest  the  same 
fine  ambition  and  progressiveness,  and  his 
achievement  in  the  later  field,  as  in  teaching, 
stands  to  his  enduring  honor.  He  is  a repub- 
lican in  politics,  takes  a broad-minded  and  loyal 
interest  in  public  affairs,  especially  in  his  home 
community  and  native  county,  and  he  served 
two  years  as  a member  of  the  election  board  of 
Harrison  County,  besides  having  been  its  clerk 
for  one  year.  He  and  his  wife  are  zealous  and 
valued  members  of  the  United  Brethren  Church 
at  New  Rumley,  of  which  he  has  been  a trustee 
for  several  years  and  In  which  he  is  serving 
also  as  classleader  at  the  time  of  this  writing, 
in  1020. 

April  27,  1808,  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Manbeck  to  Miss  Vinnie  L.  Naragon,  daughter 
of  Irvin  Naragon,  of  Miller’s  Station,  Ohio,  and 
of  this  union  have  been  born  six  children : Her- 
man W.  entered  the  Students  Army  Training 
Corps  in  preparation  for  service  in  the  World 
war,  was  mustered  in  October  18,  1918,  and 
received  his  discharge  on  the  11th  of  the  fol- 
lowing December.  He  is  now  associated  in  the 
work  of  the  home  farm.  Marlin  N.  died  at  the 
age  of  one  year.  Alton  K.  is,  in  1920,  a stu- 
dent in  the  Scio  High  School.  Lois  U.  is  at- 
tending the  district  school.  Francis  E.  and  Ve- 
nus L.  died  in  early  childhood. 

John  Bbickeb.  One  of  the  very  earliest  fam- 
ilies to  settle  in  Harrison  County  in  Green 
Township  was  that  of  Bricker,  which  has  been 
represented  here  by  members  of  at  least  four 
generations.  Of  the  third  generation  was  the 
late  John  Bricker,  who  recently  died  at  the  age 
of  nearly  eighty-five,  one  of  the  oldest  native 
sons  of  the  township.  His  great  length  of  years 
was  accompanied  by  industrious  and  good  man- 
agement of  his  landed  interests  and  a stanch 
upholding  of  the  beet  standards  of  citizenship. 

The  years  of  his  old  age  were  spent  In  the 
same  house  where  he  was  born  December  11. 
1835.  The  Bricker  family  originated  in  Penn- 
sylvania, and  his  grandfather,  Anthony  Bricker. 
came  with  his  wife,  Margaret,  to  Harrison 
County  in  1804  and  entered  a quarter  section 
of  Government  land  in  Green  Township.  An- 
thony Bricker  acquired  other  land  holdings,  and 
was  a man  of  notable  business  enterprise,  oper- 
ating one  of  the  pioneer  mills  in  the  community. 
He  died  January  25,  1813,  leaving  over  a sec- 
tion of  land  to  his  descendants.  His  children 
were  George,  Henry,  John  and  Elizabeth. 

John  Bricker,  Sr.,  the  third  son,  was  born  in 
Pennsylvania  May  9,  1793,  and  was  about  eleven 
years  of  age  when  his  environment  was  trans- 
ferred to  the  wilds  of  Harrison  County,  Ohio. 
After  reaching  manhood  he  took  up  the  Interests 
to  which  his  early  training  had  qualified  him, 
those  of  farmer  and  stock  man,  and  at  the  time 
of  his  death  he  owned  340  acres.  He  never 
neglected  the  duties  of  good  citizenship,  and  for 
many  years  was  a trustee  of  Green  Township. 
He  and  other  early  members  of  the  family  were 


active  in  the  Presbyterian  Church  at  Cadiz. 
On  Saint  Valentine’s  day  in  1833  John  Bricker, 
Sr.,  married  Anna  Busby,  who  was  born  in 
Harrison  County  February  27,  1812,  daughter 
of  John  Busby,  another  pioneer  of  the  county. 
John  Busby,  Sr.,  and  wife  had  three  children, 
David,  who  never  married,  John  and  Elizabeth, 
the  latter  becoming  the  wife  of  Dr.  William 
Beadle. 

The  late  John  Bricker  came  to  manhood  at 
a time  when  schools  were  largely  of  the  sub- 
scription variety,  and  his  early  advantages  were 
chiefiy  confined  to  the  fundamentals  of  learn- 
ing. He  learned  industry  and  the  lessons  of 
thrift  and  self  reliance  on  the  home  farm  with 
his  father,  and  at  the  age  of  twenty-two  he 
and  his  brother  David  became  managers  of  the 
old  homestead.  Except  for  a brief  residence  at 
Lacey ville  John  Bricker  lived  all  his  life  at  the 
homestead  where  he  was  bora.  He  is  remem- 
bered as  a good  farmer,  a thoroughgoing  man 
in  everything  he  undertook.  For  a number  of 
years  he  had  230  acres  in  use  for  general  farm- 
ing purposes,  and  was  always  interested  in 
livestock  and  made  livestock  growing  the  source 
of  his  revenue.  He  handled  sheep  and  cattle, 
and  at  one  time  raised  fast  horses  and  was 
a lover  of  good  horses  at  all  times.  Mr.  Bricker 
died  on  July  3,  1920,  in  the  same  bouse  in 
which  he  was  bora. 

The  late  Mr.  Bricker  was  twice  married,  and 
children  and  grandchildren  survive  to  hold  his 
memory  in  respect  and  honor.  May  31,  1864, 
he  married  Lucinda,  daughter  of  Henry  and 
Mary  Bricker.  She  died  May  24,  1879,  mother 
of  the  following  children : Annie  Elizabeth,  born 
August  19,  1866,  widow  of  A.  W;  Laughlin; 
George  Henry,  bora  December  24,  1866;  John 
B.,  born  September  26,  1869,  deceased;  William 
Beadle,  deceased,  bora  April  5,  1872;  David  E., 
deceased,  bora  May  8,  1874 ; Charles  E.,  de- 
ceased, born  December  27,  1876. 

September  8,  1881,  Mr.  Bricker  married  Mar- 
garet Jane  Holmes,  who  survives  him  and  Is 
an  active  member  of  the  Methodist  Church  at 
Cadiz.  She  is  a daughter  of  Robert  and  Ann 
J.  Holmes.  To  the  second  marriage  were  born 
two  children,  Holmes  V.  on  August  10,  1882, 
and  Ralph  C.,  who  was  bora  February  28, 
1884,  and  died  February  14,  1896,  at  the  age 
of  twelve  years.

Rankin  Delmer  Lee.  Not  only  has  Rankin 
Delmer  Lee  been  connected  with  the  agricul- 
tural interests  of  Harrison  County  for  a number 
of  years,  but  he  still  owns  his  fine  farm  in 
Archer  Township,  and  has  been  connected  with 
other  enterprises  of  Jewett,  where  he  now  makes 
his  home.  He  was  born  in  Perry  Township. 
Carroll  County,  Ohio,  June  23,  1852,  a son  of 
Thomas  M.  and  Mary  (McCullough)  Lee,  and 
grandson  of  James  Lee,  one  of  the  early  settlers 
of  Harrison  County.  For  a number  of  years 
Janies  Lee  operated  a large4  tannery  at  Cadiz, 
Ohio,  and  there  he  maintained  his  home.  He 
married  a Miss  Crough,  and  they  had  the  follow- 
ing children:  Rankin,  Allison  and  Thomas  M. 

Thomas  M.  Lee  was  born  at  Cadiz,  Ohio,  and 
his  wife  was  bora  In  Archer  Township,  Har- 
rison County,  Ohio,  a daughter  of  Joseph  Me- 
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Cullough.  For  a few  years  after  reaching  man's 
estate  Thomas  M.  Lee  taught  school,  but  later 
began  farming  in  Perry  Township,  Carroll 
County,  Ohio,  and  when  In  1862  he  moved  to 
Archer  Township  he  continued  in  that  calling 
until  1803,  at  which  time  he  moved  to  Jewett. 
He  died  in  this  city  in  1907.  His  wife  died 
some  years  before  him,  passing  away  in  1893. 
Their  children  were  as  follows:  James  Allison, 
Joseph  M.,  Rankin  Delmer,  Jennie,  Emmett  C. 
and  Ross.  Both  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lee  belonged  to 
the  Presbyterian  Church. 

Rankin  Delmer  Lee  went  to  school  in  Perry 
Township,  Carroll  County,  and  Archer  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County,  but  did  not  go. beyond 
the  eighth  grade.  Having  learned  farming  un- 
der his  father’s  supervision,  Mr.  Lee  engaged 
in  farming  for  himself  in  Archer  Township, 
and  remained  on  his  farm  until  1893,  when  he 
moved  to  Jewett.  Two  years  later  he  went  into 
the  milling  business,  and  for  the  subsequent 
eleven  years  opera  ted  the  grist-mill  at  Jewett. 
He  still  owns  his  fine  farm  of  140  acres  in 
Archer  Township,  but  continues  to  reside  at 
Jewett. 

On  December  31,  1879,  Mr.  Lee  was  united  in 
marriage  with  Anna  Smilie,  a daughter  of  Rob- 
ert and  Hannah  Smilie,  and  they  have  the  fol- 
lowing children:  Jessie,  who  married  O.  B. 

Groves,  of  Jewett,  now  resides  in  Stephen- 
ville,  and  they  have  three  children,  Ralph,  Paul 
and  Evallne  Jane;  Thomas  Dewitt,  now  resid- 
ing in  Steubenville,  married  Ella  Carson  of 
Hopedale,  Ohio,  and  they  have  three  children, 
Vernon,  Louise  and  Robert;  Mary  E,  unmar- 
ried, now  teaching  music  in  S’teubbn ville;  Anna 
Ruth,  who  married  Byron  Arbaugh,  of  Jewett, 
now  an  attorney  of  Canton,  Ohio;  Pauline  E., 
teaching  school  at  Witten,  near  Wooster;  Jean, 
a student  at  the  University  of  Wooster,  Ohio. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lee  and  their  family  all  belong 
to  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Jewett,  in  which 
Mr.  Lee  has  been  a trustee  for  a number  of 
years.  He  Is  one  of  the  highly  esteemed  men 
of  his  community,  and  having  spent  practically 
all  of  his  life  here,  is  deeply  interested  in  the 
progress  of  this  region  and  willing  to  do  any- 
thing within  reason  to  aid  In  advancing  the 
neighborhood,  although  he  is  not  in  favor  of  a 
wasteful  use  of  public  funds  no  matter  what 
the  object  may  be. 

Jacob  Stahl.  Although  many  years  have 
passed  since  the  late  Jacob  Stahl  was  called 
from  the  scene  of  his  earthly  activities  he  is 
still  remembered  with  kindly  affection  by  the 
older  generation,  and  his  children  are  showing 
In  their  upright  lives  the  effects  of  his  example 
of  industrious  and  thrifty  habits  and  honorable 
methods  of  doing  business.  He  was  born  at 
Jewett,  Rumley  Township,  Harrison  County, 
Ohio,  February  24,  1833,  and  his  farming  activi- 
ties were  carried  on  In  his  native  township. 

Jacob  Stahl  was  a son  of  John  and  Mary  Ann 
(Condo)  Stahl.  The  birth  of  John  Stahl  took 
place  in  Maryland,  July  16,  1810,  and  his  wife 
was  born  In  York  County,  Pennsylvania,  Feb- 
ruary 28,  1813,  and  their  marriage  took  place  at 
Cadiz,  Ohio,  March  28,  1832.  She  was  a daugh- 
ter of  Jacob  and  Margaret  (Shuss)  Condo.  John 


Stahl  was  a son  of  Jacob  Stahl,  who  was  born 
in  Maryland,  August  13,  1784,  and  he  married 
Elizabeth  Shilling.  In  1816  he  brought  his  wife 
and  children  from  Maryland  to  Rumley  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County,  Ohio,  and  settled  in  sec- 
tion 36.  Here  he  lived  until  his  death,  which 
occurred  in  1845.  He  and  his  wife  had  the 
following  children:  William,  who  married  Su- 

sannah Carnaga;  Elizabeth,  who  married  George 
Summons;  John,  who  was  third  in  order  of 
birth;  Lydia,  who  married  Jeremiah  Condo; 
Margaret,  who  married  Peter  Manbeck;  Cath- 
erine, who  married  Abraham  Gotchall;  Susan, 
who  married  Abraham  Kimmell;  Mary,  who 
married  Daniel  Hilbert;  Matilda,  who  died 
young;  and  James,  who  married  Elizabeth 
Shuss.  The  Lutheran  Church  held  the  member- 
ship of  the  entire  family. 

Reared  in  Rumley  Township,  John  Stahl  be- 
came one  of  the  prosperous  farmers  of  the 
county  and  the  owner  of  over  200  acres  of  land, 
the  present  city  of  Jewett  standing  on  bis  old 
homestead.  He  laid  out  the  original  town  of 
Jewett  in  1851,  and  lived  in  it  until  his  death, 
taking  an  active  part  in  its  affairs,  especially 
those  connected  with  the  Lutheran  Church  of 
the  place,  which  he  assisted  in  organizing,  and 
of  which  he  and  his  wife  were  very  active- 
members.  John  Stahl  and  his  wife  became  the- 
parents  of  the  following  family:  Jacob,  whose- 
name  opens  this  review ; Margaret,  who  married 
Thomas  Lucas,  is  deceased,  as  is  also  her  hus- 
band; Catherine,  who  married  Arnold  Wheeler, 
and  both  are  deceased;  Mary  Ann,  who  is  the 
widow  of  David  Hazellett;  Susan,  who  died  In 
childhood ; Samuel,  who  also  died  in  childhood ; 
and  Samantha  Jane,  who  was  the  youngest. 

Jacob  Stahl  went  to  the  district  schools  of 
his  neighborhood,  and  grew  up  to  be  a farmer. 
As  a young  man  he  began  farming  on  his  own 
account  and  also  dealt  in  stock,  and  in  March, 
1867,  he  bought  the  farm  in  Rumley  Township, 
three-quarters  of  a mile  north  of  Jewett,  on 
which  he  resided  until  his  death.  His  original 
purchase  was  136  acres  of  land,  and  on  it  he 
carried  on  general  farming  and  stock  raising. 
His  death  occurred  in  1872,  and  since  then  his 
sons  John  Thomas  and  Joseph  have  been  operat- 
ing the  place,  doing  general  farming  and  stock- 
raising  and  specializing  on  sheep.  The  sons 
have  rebuilt  all  of  the  buildings,  so  that  they 
are  now  in  splendid  condition  and  thoroughly 
modernized,  and  have  added  to  the  farm  until 
they  now  have  182  acres.  This  property  is  one 
of  the  best  in  the  county,  well  kept  and  finely 
cultivated,  and  the  entire  premises  reflect  great 
credit  upon  the  owners.  The  two  brothers  and 
two  sister  live  on  the  old  place,  and  they  are 
excellent  farmers.  The  members  of  the  Stahl 
family  belong  to  the  Lutheran  Church  of  Jewett 
the  grandfather  assisted  in  organizing. 

Jacob  Stahl  was  married  to  Catherine  Knouff, 
a daughter  of  John  Knouff,  and  she  died  No- 
vember 21,  1855,  leaving  one  son.  John  Thomas. 
After  her  death  Jacob  Stahl  was  married  to 
Elizabeth  Kimniel,  a daughter  of  Jonathan  and 
Marla  Kimmel,  and  they  became  the  parents  of 
the  following  children : Samuel,  who  was  born 
June  16,  1858,  died  when  small;  Martha,  who 
married  Samuel  H.  Mikesell,  has  three  chll- 
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dren;  Lena,  Lawrence  and  Anna  Maud;  Mary, 
who  married  M.  L.  Arbaugh,  has  two  children, 
Paul  and  Norris;  Catherine,  who  lives  on  the 
farm;  Joseph,  who  married  Lillie  Shilling,  has 
two  children,  Margaret  Elizabeth  and  Cather- 
ine Marie;  Anna  Maria,  who  lives  on  the  farm. 
Mrs.  Stahl  survived  her  husband  for  many 
years,  but  was  taken  away  September  21,  1916. 

The  history  of  the  Shilling  family,  with  which 
Joseph  Stahl  is  connected  by  marriage,  is  also 
worthy  of  preservation.  Mrs.  Lillie  Stahl,  wife 
of  Joseph  Stahl,  is  a daughter  of  Franklin 
Shilling,  and  granddaughter  of  Jacob  Shilling, 
one  of  the  pioneers  of  Harrison  County,  Ohio, 
who  was  bom  in  Maryland,  as  was  his  wife, 
Christena  Steffln.  In  an  early  day  Jacob  Shil- 
ling came  to  German  Township,  Harrison 
County,  Ohio,  and  conducted  the  mill  in  the 
vicinity  of  Franklin,  but  later  on  moved  to 
Rumley  Township,  where  he  owned  a farm.  He 
and  his  wife  had  the  following  family:  John, 
Ellas,  William,  Jacob,  Martin,  Franklin  and 
Mary  Ann,  who  married  James  Laughlin.  Both 
he  and  his  wife  belonged  to  the  Lutheran 
Church. 

Franklin  Shilling  was  bora  in  Rumley  Town- 
ship, June  8,  1835,  and  he  attended  the  schools 
of  his  native  township.  On  January  11,  1862, 
he  enlisted  in  Company  G,  Seventh-Fourth  Ohio 
Volunteer  Infantry,  for  service  in  the  war  be- 
tween the  states.  He  received  his  honorable  dis- 
charge May  2,  1866.  During  the  intervening 
;perfad  he  participated  in  the  following  battles: 
33iege  of  Nashville,  battles  of  Stone  River.  Hoo- 
ver’s Gap,  Tennessee,  Dug  Gap,  Georgia,  Chicka- 
i manga,  Tennessee,  Lookout  Mountain,  Tennessee, 
IMMiaaaxy  Ridge,  Tennessee,  Buzzard’s  Roost 
Gap,  Resaca,  Dallas,  Kenesaw  Mountain,  At- 
lanta, Jonesboro  and  others  of  less  importance, 
at  all  times  proving  himself  a brave  man  and 
faithful  soldier. 

In  1867  Franklin  Shilling  was  married  to 
Margaret  Knepper,  a daughter  of  John  and 
Hannah  (Custer)  Knepper.  After  their  mar- 
riage Mr.  and  Mrs.  Shilling  continued  to  live 
at  Jewett  until  1886,  at  which  time  they  moved 
to  the  farm  they  still  occupy.  It  comprises 
sixty  acres,  and  on  it  Mr.  Shilling  is  doing  gen- 
eral farming.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Shilling  became  the 
parents  of  the  following  children:  Lillie  D., 

who  is  Mrs.  Joseph  Stahl;  William  Clyde,  who 
married  Cora  Mack,  has  a son,  William,  and 
they  live  at  Denison,  Ohio ; Robert  Wilson,  who 
married  Emma  Boyd,  has  two  children,  Robert 
B.  and  Helen  Louise:  Harry  Franklin,  who  is 
the  fourth  in  order  of  birth : and  Paul  D.,  who 
married  Golda  Hosterman,  and  they  have  two 
children,  Mary  Ruth  and  Dorcas  May. 

Robert  Wilson  Shilling  is  a physician  and 
surgeon,  and  during  the  World  war  served  with 
the  rank  of  first  lieutenant  in  the  medical  branch 
of  the  service.  He  was  for  a year  at  the  Moss- 
ley  Hill  Hospital  at  Liverpool,  England.  Upon 
his  return  to  this  country  he  received  his  hon- 
orable discharge,  and  he  resumed  the  practice 
of  his  profession  at  New  Somerset,  Ohio. 

Lawlis  Brothers  (Marion  and  John).  When 
they  left  the  farm  for  the  oil  fields  working 
together  was  when  Marion  and  John  Lawlis 


first  advertised  in  a business  way  as  Lawlis 
Brothers,  and  now  that  they  are  farming  again 
they  are  still  Lawlis  Brothers  and  own  property 
together.  They  are  sons  of  Cyrus  W.  Lawlis, 
who  lived  in  Monongahela  County,  West  Vir- 
ginia. Marion  Lawlis  was  bora  February  2, 
1866,  and  John  was  bora  November  18,  1860,  in 
West  Virginia.  Their  parents  always  lived 
there. 

Cyrus  W.  Lawlis  was  bora  September  26, 
1836,  and  Sarah  A.  Brewer,  was  bora  February 
15,  1838,  in  the  same  community.  They  were 
married  November  8,  1863,  and  always  lived  In 
Monongahela  County.  Mrs.  Lawlis  was  a daugh- 
ter of  Enoch  and  Margaret  (Wolford)  Brewer, 
the  father  a Monongahela  County  farmer.  Her 
brothers  and  sisters  were:  Justice,  Ephraim, 

Mary  Jane,  Martha,  Elizabeth,  Violinda,  Sam- 
uel and  Margaret.  The  Brewers  were  Baptists. 

The  Lawlis  family  were  pioneers  in  Monon- 
gahela County,  John  Lawlis,  father  of  Cyrus 
W.  and  grandfather  of  the  two  Harrison  County 
Lawlis  Brothers,  having  been  born  there  Febru- 
ary 11,  1812,  and  the  grandmother,  Elizabeth 
Fleming,  October  30,  1816,  and  their  marriage 
day  was  November  30,  1834.  Their  children 
were:  Cyrus  W.,  through  whom  Lawlis  Broth- 
ers are  descended;  Melissa,  born  February  15, 
1838;  Clara,  October  29,  1840;  Orlando,  Decem- 
ber 20,  1842;  Mary  Ann,  In  1845;  Evelyn  C., 
May  15,  1847;  Lydia  C.,  February  16,  1850; 
Jerome,  April  8,  1854;  James  L.,  July  8,  1856, 
and  Victoria  A.,  November  12,  1858,  the  children 
numbering  as  many  as  most  Ohio  families  of 
the  period.  The  Lawlis  family  were  members 
of  the  Christfhn  Church.  Cyrus  W.  Lawlis  died 
June  5,  1872,  aged  thirty-six  years,  eight  months 
and  nine  days.  Few  families  anywhere  fur- 
nish more  exact  data  than  have  Lawlis  Broth- 
ers. Some  families  do  not  possess  sufficient 
record  to  give  out  any  information  about  them- 
selves. 

This  West  Virginia  father  died  while  yet  a 
young  man.  The  Lawlis  children  are:  Rosena, 
born  August  21,  1864;  and  Marion  and  John,  of 
Cadiz  Township.  Their  mother  now  lives  with 
John  Lawlis  in  Cadiz  Township.  When  the  fa- 
ther died  the  mother  and  sons  continued  farm- 
ing in  Monongahela  County  until  the  sons  went 
to  the  Pennsylvania  oil  fields.  They  were  edu- 
cated in  the  district  schools  of  Monongahela 
county  and  at  the  school  known  as  Mountain 
Tea  College.  The  boys  worked  at  home  until 
1888,  when  they  went  to  the  oil  fields  and  did 
teaming,  taking  contracts  for  oil  field  jobs.  In 
1897  they  went  back  to  the  old  home  farm  in 
West  Virginia.  They  remained  there  until 
March  31,  1903,  when  they  removed  to  Cadiz 
Township,  Harrison  County,  Ohio. 

Lawlis  Brothers  had  already  bought  a farm 
of  157  acres,  and  they  both  lived  on  it  and 
worked  together  until  1908,  when  they  bought 
another  farm  of  145  acres  about  a mile  from 
there.  They  have  always  farmed  together.  They 
are  breeders  of  registered  Hereford  cattle,  and 
combine  farming  and  livestock,  making  the  pen- 
nies count  in  all  their  dealings. 

On  November  29,  1890,  Marion  Lawlis  mar- 
ried Laura  J.  Ridgway,  daughter  of  Zacharlah 
and  Elma  (Ramsey)  Ridgway.  Their  children

are:  Harry  C.,  bom  January  18,  1892;  John 
M.,  born  March  2,  1893,  died  August  29,  19<)3; 
Iva  Ethel,  horn  April  6,  1894.  The  mother  died 
April  29,  1895,  and  sixteen  years  later,  in  Janu- 
ary, 1911,  Mr.  Lawlis  married  Flora,  daughter 
of  William  and  Mary  (Hennls)  Medley.  At  this 
time  Mr.  Lawlis  removed  to  the  second  farm  the 
brothers  had  purchased.  The  children  of  this 
marriage  are:  Elmer  E.,  bom  March  5,  1912; 

Lindsay  C.,  April  6,  1915;  and  Mildred  V.,  Au- 
gust 5,  1917.  Mrs.  Lawlis  is  a member  of  the 
Methodist  Church  in  Cadiz. 

On  May  7,  1893,  John  Lawlis  married  Mary, 
daughter  of  J.  J.  and  Rebecca  (Lemley)  Whar- 
ton. On  February  5,  1896,  was  bom  a daugh- 
ter, Claudia  Lucile.  Mrs.  Lawlis  died  October 
21,  1897,  and  his  mother  is  the  home  maker 
there.  Lawlis  Brothers  are  good  farmers  and 
know  how  to  make  the  money.  They  contribute 
to  the  Methodist  Church  In  Cadiz,  and  they  are 
members  of  the  Lodge  of  the  Maccabees.  Con- 
ditions of  agriculture  in  eastern  Ohio  are  not 
very  different  from  what  they  had  known  In 
West  Virginia. 

Geobge  McConnell  Patton,  Civil  war  veteran 
and  well-known  citizen  of  Harrison  County,  re- 
siding at  New  Athens,  was  bora  in  Wheeling 
Township,  Belmont  County,  Ohio,  April  9,  1844. 

The  Patton  family  is  of  Scotch-Irish  descent. 
Samuel  Patton,  grandfather  of  George  M.,  was 
bora  in  County  Down,  Ireland.  He  was  by  oc- 
cupation a sea-trader  being  part  owner  of  a ves- 
sel which  traded  between  Dublin  and  New  York. 
In  early  manhood  in  the  above  trade  he  be- 
came a citizen  of  the  United  States,  receiving 
his  papers  of  citizenship  at  the  hands  of  Presi- 
dent Washington  while  his  family  remained  in 
Ireland.  He  invested  his  money  in  flax-seed 
and  sailed  for  Ireland,  but  the  vessel  was 
wrecked  on  the  coast  of  Ireland  in  1798,  and 
the  ship  and  cargo  lost.  Samuel  Patton  saved 
his  life  by  swimming  to  shore. 

He  married  a Scotch  girl,  Jane  Friar,  of 
County  Down,  on  May  3,  1803.  Samuel  and  his 
family  sailed  for  America  and  landed  at  Phila- 
delphia on  August  1 of  that  year,  and  spent 
the  following  winter  In  Wheeling,  West  Vir- 
ginia. He  took  up  a section  of  Government 
land  in  Belmont  County,  and  in  the  spring  of 
1804  he  settled  on  this  land,  where  he  and  wife 
spent  the  remainder  of  their  lives.  He  became 
the  father  of  three  sons,  James,  William  and 
John.  James  died  in  infancy  in  Ireland.  John 
died  In  his  seventeenth  year. 

William,  son  of  Samuel,  was  born  in  Ireland 
in  1800  and  was  reared  in  Wheeling  Township, 
Belmont  County,  where  for  many  years  he  was 
a successful  farmer.  He  died  in  Belmont  County. 
He  married  Ann  Clark,  who  was  the  daughter 
of  Alex  Clark,  of  Belmont  County.  William 
Patton  and  wife  became  the  parents  of  the  fol- 
lowing children:  Samuel,  Margaret,  John,  Ellen, 
Alex.  C.,  Carrie,  Calvin  W.,  Sylvanus,  all  of 
whom  are  deceased;  James  B.,  George  M.,  the 
subject  of  this  review;  William  L.  and  Thomas 
L.,  living. 

George  M.  Patton  was  reared  In  Belmont 
County,  where  he  attended  the  common  schools. 
On  August  5,  1862,  he  enlisted  in  Company  B, 


Ninety-eighth  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  with 
which  regiment  he  served  throughout  the  war, 
taking  part  in  every  skirmish  and  battle  in 
which  the  regiment  was  engaged.  In  1862  he 
was  wounded  at  the  battle  of  Perryville,  Ken- 
tucky, and  at  the  battle  of  Atlanta,  in  1864,  he 
was  again  wounded,  having  spent  three  months 
in  the  hospital  after  each  wound.  In  June,  1865, 
he  was  mustered  out  of  the  service. 

Following  the  war  Mr.  Patton  returned  to  his 
old  home  in  Belmont  County,  where  he  contin- 
ued to  reside  until  1868,  in  which  year  he  re- 
moved to  his  farm  in  Short  Creek  Township, 
Harrison  County.  In  1908  he  moved  into  the 
village  of  New  Athens,  and  has  since  lived  In 
retirement  from  active  business. 

On  January  1,  1868,  in  Belmont  County,  Mr. 
Patton  was  united  In  marriage  with  M.  Louise 
Campbell,  who  was  born  at  Unlontown,  Ohio,  on 
March  29,  1848,  the  daughter  of  Dr.  John  Camp- 
bell. She  died  in  1904,  leaving  the  following 
children : Mary  Olive,  who  married  Rev.  James 
B.  Ely;  Carrie  Downing?  who  married  Rev.  A. 
A.  Giffen;  Albert  Belmont  married  Dr.  Beatrice 
Armstrong;  Jay  B.,  who  married  Ella  Watson; 
Margaret  Keoka,  living  with  her  father;  Clark 
Campbell,  M.  D.,  who  married  Marie  Kellogg. 

In  1886-7  Mr.  Patton  served  as  a member  of 
the  Ohio  Legislature,  he  having  been  elected 
on  the  republican  ticket  from  Harrison  County. 
He  is  a member  of  James  Love  Post  No.  686, 
G.  A.  R.,  Department  of  Ohio.  He  is  also  a 
member  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church. 

Thomas  B.  Patton.  Since  April  1,  1816,  the 
name  Patton  has  been  in  the  annals  of  Harri- 
son County,  and  Thomas  Burns  Patton,  the 
hardware  dealer  in  Hopedale,  has  seen  fit  to 
honor  his  ancestry  by  causing  them  to  live  again 
in  the  pages  of  history.  The  Commemorative 
Record  says  of  the  founder  of  the  Patton  fam- 
ily in  Ohio:  “In  every  community  are  to  be 

found  those  who  are  recognized  as  leaders.” 
M.  M.  Patton,  born  in  Fayette  County,  Pennsyl- 
vania, September  3,  1815,  was  only  a babe  when 
his  parents  brought  him  to  Harrison  County. 
While  there  was  a family  of  ten  children  bom 
to  Joseph  and  Sarah  (Bums)  Patton,  John, 
Sarah,  Joseph  and  Margaret  are  older  than 
M.  M.  Patton,  and  there  were  five  children  when 
the  family  came  to  Ohio.  After  the  family 
reached  Ohio  the  following  children  were  bora: 
James,  Mary,  Cynthia,  David  and  Ann. 

The  Patton  family  located  in  Rumley  Town- 
ship, and  in  February,  1851,  Joseph  Patton  died 
there,  his  wife  having  died  in  September,  1842, 
and  they  He  side  by  side  in  the  Rumley  Ceme- 
tery. When  they  came  they  purchased  a quar- 
ter section  of  land,  and  with  the  help  of  their 
children  they  cleared  it.  Some  of  their  posterity 
still  live  in  the  community.  M.  M.  Patton  and 
the  rest  of  the  family  were  educated  under 
primitive  conditions.  The  school  house  of  that 
day  was  a log  cabin  with  a slab  door,  slab 
benches  and  greased  paper  windows.  In  such 
primitive  surroundings,  aided  by  a few  well- 
worn  books  and  a teacher  whose  muscular  de- 
velopment was  never  doubted,  but  of  whose 
literary  qualifications  little  should  be  said,  the 
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children  of  the  early  settlers  received  their 
education. 

On  March  3, 1844,  M.  M.  Patton  married  Sarah 
Jane,  a daughter  of  Samuel  McCullough,  a resi- 
dent of  Carroll  County.  For  a time  he  lived 
in  North  Rumley,  when  he  purchased  the  Pratt 
farm,  remaining  there  eleven  years.  After  mak- 
ing extensive  improvements  he  sold  and  bought 
a place  where  the  family  lived  many  years. 
His  children  are:  Sarah  Margaret,  James, 

John  H.,  Joseph,  Samuel  M.,  Addison,  William, 
Fremont,  Ida  Fre,  and  Thomas  B.  Patton  and 
an  infant  that  was  not  given  a name,  horn 
after  Fremont.  Thomas  B.  Patton  was  bom 
December  8,  1863,  in  Rumley  Township,  where 
the  pioneers  of  the  family  had  located  so  many 
years  earlier. 

Mr.  Patton  began  life  as  a farmer,  remaining 
in  Rumley  Township  until  October,  1908,  when 
he  located  in  Hopedale.  His  first  business  was 
a livery  with  a side  Investment  in  hardware, 
but  the  “horseless  era"  had  come  and  he  soon 
devoted  himself  to  the -hardware  interests.  Mr. 
Patton  owned  a half  interest  In  the  business 
with  O.  E.  Miller,  but  four  and  one-half  years 
later  Mr.  Patton  bought  the  Miller  interest 
and  later  sold  that  Interest  to  Charles  Hedge, 
who  remained  for  five  years  as  a business  part- 
ner. For  the  next  five  years  Mr.  Patton  con- 
ducted the  business  alone  and  then  took  his 
son,  C.  H.  Patton,  as  a partner.  They  carry  a 
full  line  of  hardware,  builders’  supplies  and 
furnaces. 

On  March  30,  1888,  Mr.  Patton  married  Hat- 
tie E.  Finnicum.  She  was  a resident  of  Rum- 
ley Township  and  a daughter  of  John  Finni- 
cum. Their  son,  Beryl  F.  Patton,  married  Pearl 
Stringer,  and  there  are  two  grandsons,  Roy 
Patton,  and  William  Thomas,  the  latter  born 
January  2,  1921.  Carl  H.  Patton  married  Etta 
Nation,  and  the  granddaughter  is  Alice  Louise 
Patton. 

Matthew  M.  Patton,  the  father  of  Thomas  B. 
Patton,  had  been  a democrat,  as  had  been  his 
ancestors  until  the  election  of  President  Alexan- 
der Buchanan,  when  he  changed  his  political 
relation  to  the  republican  party,  then  embody- 
ing the  principles  he  advocated,  and  while  he 
never  sought  or  held  office  he  was  active  in  the 
affairs  of  the  republican  party.  The  Pattons 
today  are  republicans  and  Presbyterians. 
“Worthy  sons  of  a worthy  father,"  describes 
the  family  situation,  this  quotation  being  taken 
from  The  Commemorative  Record  of  Harrison 
County. 

Wilbub  Karl  Black,  M.  D.  The  great  Galen 
boasted  “I  have  done  as  much  to  medicine  as 
Trojan  did  to  the  Roman  Empire  in  making 
bridges  and  roads  throughout  Italy,"  thus  em- 
phasizing with  the  then  greatest  known  marvels 
of  accomplishment  his  own  benefactions  to  hu- 
manity. And  yet  In  the  light  of  modern  medi- 
cal science  how  little  Galen  did  and  how  radi- 
cally wrong,  remarkable  as  they  were,  proved 
many  of  his  conclusions.  To  the  medical  pro- 
fession the  early  teachers  will  ever  continue 
great,  but  a physician  or  surgeon  of  the  pres- 
ent day  whose  professional  knowledge  is  not 
vastly  broader,  higher  and  deeper  could  not 


lay  much  stress  upon  his  dependability  or  ef- 
fectiveness, nor  could  he  win  or  hold  the  con- 
fidence of  his  community.  The  members  of  this 
learned  calling  in  Harrison  County,  fortunately 
for  the  people  and  themselves,  however,  are  men 
of  skill,  thoroughly  trained  in  modern  profes- 
sional institutions,  and  abreast  of  the  latest  dis- 
coveries, and  many  of  the  younger  ones  have 
seen  service  during  the  great  war,  none  of 
them  returning  to  their  everyday  practice  with- 
out acknowledgment  of  the  benefit  they  received 
in  the  broadening  of  their  experience.  One  of 
these  physicians  and  surgeons  of  the  county  de- 
serving of  special  mention  is  Dr.  Wilbur  Karl 
Black,  one  of  the  active  medical  practitioners  of 
Freeport  and  a veteran  of  the  late  war. 

Doctor  Black  was  born  at  Freeport,  Ohio. 
October  11,  1880,  a son  of  R.  M.  and  Rebecca 
Jane  (Allen)  Black,  and  grandson  of  Henry 
C.,  and  Rebecca  Ann  (McCarty)  Black. 

R.  M.  Black  was  bom  in  Guernsey  County, 
Ohio.  His  wife  was  boro  in  Freeport  Township, 
a daughter  of  Isaac  and  Sarah  (Barrett)  Allen. 
For  about  twenty-six  years  R.  M.  Black  oper- 
ated a general  merchandise  store  at  Freeport, 
but  in  1900  he  branched  out  and  began  handling 
livestock,  which  occupied  him  until  1916,  when 
he  was  made  a member  of  the  Ohio  State  Food 
Inspection  Board,  and  the  duties  of  this  office 
are  now  absorbing  his  time  and  attention.  He 
and  his  wife  became  the  parents  of  the  follow- 
ing children : Cordny  A.,  who  is  the  eldest ; 

Sarah,  who  married  D.  M.  Starkey;  Roy  A., 
who  married  Minetto  Mears,  lives  at  Compton, 
California : Wilbur  Karl,  whose  name  heads  this 
review ; Glenn,  who  married  Rebecca  Todd,  lives 
at  Chicago,  Illinois;  and  Genevive.  Mr.  Black 
is  a member  of  Freeport  Lodge,  A.  F.  & A.  M. 
Both  he  and  Mrs.  Black  belong  to  the  Presby- 
terian Church  and  take  an  active  part  in  its 
religious  work. 

Wilbur  Karl  Black  attended  the  public  schools 
of  Freeport  and  Oberlin  College,  but  after  a 
year  in  that  institution  he  entered  the  Univer- 
sity of  Indiana  at  Valparaiso,  and  there  spent 
three  years.  For  the  subsequent  year  he  was 
at  Franklin  College,  New  Athens,  Ohio,  and  in 
1906  entered  the  Chicago  College  of  Medicine 
and  Surgery,  from  which  he  was  graduated  in 
1910.  Following  that  he  served  as  an  interne 
for  a year  at  the  Rockford  City  Hospital  at 
Rockford,  Illinois,  and  then  for  another  year 
he  alternated  interneships  between  the  Cook 
County  and  Saint  Mary’s  Hospitals  at  Chicago. 
Doctor  Black  still  further  prepared  himself  for 
his  life  work  by  taking  a year’s  interneship  at 
Saint  Anthony’s  Tuberculosis  Hospital  of  New 
York  City.  He  then  felt  competent  to  enter 
upon  the  practice  of  his  calling  and  began  the 
practice  of  medicine  at  Lima,  Ohio. 

When  the  United  States  entered  the  great  war 
Doctor  Black  was  one  of  the  men  of  his  profes- 
sion who  offered  the  Government  their  services, 
and  he  was  commissioned  a first  lieutenant  of 
the  medical  corps  in  July,  1917,  and  was  sent 
without  training  to  England  and  attached  to  the 
English  army.  He  served  In  an  English  military 
hospital  for  about  six  weeks,  when  he  was  sent 
to  France  and  attached  to  the  Thirty-seventh 
Division.  Field  Ambulance.  He  saw  service  In 
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Flanders,  and  was  gassed  in  November,  1917, 
and  sent  to  the  base  hospital  at  Havre,  France. 
After  a month  in  the  hospital  as  a patient,  he 
was  attached  to  It  for  duty  and  remained  there 
until  May  1,  1918,  when  he  was  transferred 
from  the  English  army  to  the  American  army 
and  attached  to  the  One  Hundred  and  Twenty- 
Seventh  Infantry,  Second  Battalion,  Thirty- 
Second  Division,  remaining  with  that  division 
oat  along  the  front  from  Alsace  to  Belgium. 
He  took  part  in  the  offensives  of  Chateau 
Thierry,  Soissons  and  the  Oise  Alsne.  In  the 
taking  of  Juvigny  Doctor  Black  won  his  Croix 
de  Guerre  from  the  French,  with  whose  forces 
the  Thirty-second  Division  were  operating. 
Doctor  Black  was  also  in  the  Meuse-Argonne 
offensive,  and  after  the  signing  of  the  armis- 
tice he  went  beyond  the  Rhine  into  Germany, 
where  he  was  on  outpost  duty  until  April  18. 
1919,  when  his  organization,  which  had  crossed 
the  Rhine  on  December  13,  1918,  entrained  for 
Brest,  France.  On  February  6,  1919,  Doctor 
Black  was  married  to  Marcelle  Apte  of  Paris, 
France.  Her  father,  who  was  mayor  of  a 
French  town,  was  killed  in  the  service  of  his 
country.  In  order  to  bring  his  wife  along  on 
the  same  boat  with  him  Doctor  Black  crossed 
as  a casual,  leaving  Brest  May  14,  1919,  on  the 
“Victoria”  and  arrived  at  New  York  City,  May 
22.  He  received  his  discharge  from  Camp  Dix, 
May  25,  1919.  Returning  to  Ohio,  Doctor  Black 
established  himself  in  practice  at  Freeport, 
where  he  has  since  remained. 

Concerning  his  services  In  the  World  war 
the  following  testimonials  of  Doctor  Black’s  ef- 
ficiency are  here  recorded :

1.  I desire  to  place  on  record  in  The  Adju- 
tant General’s  Office,  my  appreciation  of  the 
services  of  Captain  Wilbur  Karl  Black  (Medi- 
cal Corps,  Emergency. 

2.  This  officer  is  not  now  in  the  service,  and 
so  far  as  I know  is  not  an  applicant  for  the 
Regular  Army. 

3.  He  has  not  applied  to  me  for  any  letter 
of  recommendation,  but  nevertheless,  I feel  it 
only  just  to  the  Government  and  to  himself  to 
have  placed  with  his  papers  a letter  setting 
forth  my  estimate  of  his  work  while  with  the 
127th  Infantry  in  the  American  Expeditionary 
Forces. 

4.  Captain  Black  served  with  the  British  Ex- 
peditionary Forces  for  several  months.  In  the 
middle  of  May,  1918,  he  was  transferred  to  the 
American  Expeditionary  Forces.  He  joined  the 
127th  Infantry  immediately  after  I took  com- 
mand of  that  regiment  on  the  9th  of  July,  1918. 
He  remained  with  it  while  the  regiment  occu- 
pied a trench  sector  in  Haute- Alsace ; through- 
out its  service  in  Europe  and  returned  with  it  to 
the  States  for  demobilization  In  May,  1919. 


5.  Captain  Black  rendered  splendid  service 
as  medical  officer  with  our  regiment  in  the 
AIsne-Marne  Offensive,  the  OIse-AIsne  Offensive, 
and  the  first  and  last  phases  of  the  Meuse-Ar- 
gonne Offensive,  the  march  to  the  Rhine  and  in 
the  occupation  of  the  Coblenz  bridgehead  area. 

6.  He  was  tireless  in  his  energetic  care  of  the 
wounded  and  sick,  and  worked  with  such  disre- 
gard for  his  own  personal  safety  as  to  win  the 
respect  of  all  who  knew  him.  I particularly  re- 
call how  on  one  occasion  during  the  fighting  In 
the  Argonne  he  showed  considerable  initiative 
in  seeking  out  a new  location  for  an  advanced 
regimental  aid  station  in  the  village  of  Gesnes, 
which  at  the  time  was  subject  to  heavy  artil- 
lery fire,  but  through  which  our  wounded  had 
to  be  brought  from  the  front  line.  However, 
this  was  only  one  of  numerous  examples  of 
courage  and  initiative  displayed  by  Captain 
Black. 

7.  Captain  Black  throughout  his  work  was 
always  patient  and  gentlemanlv  with  all  who 
dealt  with  him,  which  made  his  work  as  a medi- 
cal officer  all  the  more  valuable. 

8.  This  letter  is  wholly  unsolicited,  but  for 
the  reason  stated  I feel  it  should  be  placed  on 
record.

Rorebt  W.  Reynabd  has  been  a resident  of 
Harrison  County  from  the  time  of  his  birth,  is 
now  the  owner  of  one  of  the  fine  farms  of  Ca- 
diz Township,  where  he  is  staging  his  success- 
ful activities  as  an  agriculturist  and  stock- 
grower,  and  he  is  a representative  of  the  fourth 
generation  of  the  Reynard  family  in  Ohio.  His 
great-grandfather,  Marmaduke  Reynard,  was 
born  and  reared  In  England,  where  was  sol- 
emnized his  marriage  to  Mary  Shaw,  a native 
of  Scotland.  In  1817  Marmaduke  Reynard 
came  with  his  family  to  the  United  States  from 
Yorkshire,  England,  and  became  one  of  the  pio- 
neer settlers  in  Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  where 
he  and  his  wife  passed  the  remainder  of  their 
lives,  both  having  been  members  of  the  Meth- 
odist Episcopal  Church,  and  his  political  alle- 
giance having  been  given  to  the  whig  party. 
Their  children  were  eight  in  number:  John, 

William,  Marmaduke.  Jr.,  James,  Thomas,  Jo- 
seph, Mary  and  Hannah. 

John  Reynard,  grandfather  of  Robert  W.  of 
this  review,  was  bom  in  Yorkshire,  England, 
in  1806,  and  thus  was  about  eleven  years  old 
at  the  time  of  the  family  immigration  to  Amer- 
ica. He  continued  his  studies  in  the  pioneer 
schools  of  Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  and  was  a 
young  man  when  he  came  to  Harrison  County, 
where  was  solemnized  his  marriage  to  Julia 
Pittls,  a daughter  of  John  and  Mary  Pittls.  she 
having  been  born  on  the  Isle  of  Wight,  England, 
in  1817.  After  their  marriage  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Reynard  remained  one  year  in  Franklin  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County,  and  they  then  removed 
to  Meigs  County,  where  they  purchased  320 
acres  of  wild  land  and  began  the  reclamation 
of  a farm  in  the  midst  of  the  forest.  They 
there  remained  seven  years  and  then  removed 
to  Jefferson  County,  but  within  a short  time 
thereafter  returned  to  Franklin  Township,  Har- 
rison County,  where  Mr.  Reynard  engaged  in 
farm  enterprise  and  where  he  remained  until 
his  death,  in  1864.  His  widow  passed  the  clos- 
ing years  of  her  life  in  the  home  of  her  daugh- 
ter Alice  in  the  state  of  Kansas.  Both  were 
zealous  members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
and  Mr.  Reynard  was  a whig  until  the  organi- 
zation of  the  republican  party,  when  he  trans- 
ferred his  allegiance  to  the  latter.  Of  their 
children  the  eldest  is  William,  father  of  him 
whose  name  introduces  this  article:  Marma- 
duke is  deceased;  Mary  D.  became  the  wife  of 
George  Moore;  Jane  married  Wesley  Cox;  Alice 
E.  married  Marion  Hefling,  and  after  his  death 
contracted  a second  marriage,  the  name  of  her 
second  husband  being  Watson  and  she  being 


still  a resident  of  Kansas;  John  W.  likewise 
resides  in  the  state  of  Kansas;  Hannah  is  the 
wife  of  Worthington  McFadden;  Julia  Josephine 
died  young;  Nancy  Louis  married  Marion  Tittis; 
Mrs.  Jane  Blackwell  is  the  youngest  of  the 
daughters ; and  Thomas  died  young. 

William  Reynard  was  born  in  Franklin  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County,  August  14,  1842,  and  was 
four  years  old  at  the  time  of  the  family  removal 
to  Meigs  County,  as  noted  in  a preceding  para- 
graph. He  was  about  twelve  years  of  age  at 
the  time  of  the  return  to  Franklin  Township, 
Harrison  County,  where  he  was  reared  to  adult 
age  and  where  he  continued  his  association  with 
farm  enterprise  until  the  summer  of  1864,  when 
he  became  a member  of  Company  D,  One  Hun- 
dred and  Seventieth  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry, 
with  which  he  continued  in  active  service  nearly 
150  days — or  virtually  until  the  close  of  the 
Civil  war.  Upon  his  return  home  he  resumed 
farming  operation  In  Franklin  Township,  where 
he  developed  and  improved  a fine  farm  of  225 
acres,  which  he  still  owns,  and  when;  he  con- 
tinued his  vigorous  activities  as  an  agricultur- 
ist and  stock-grower  for  fully  forty  years.  In 
the  spring  of  1908  he  and  his  wife  removed 
from  their  farm  to  the  village  of  Deersville, 
where  he  still  maintains  his  home,  as  one  of 
the  venerable  native  sons  of  the  county,  and 
where  his  devoted  wife  died  on  the  31st  of 
October,  1917.  In  politics  Mr.  Reynard  has 
always  been  a staunch  republican,  and  he  has 
served  in  various  township  offices,  including 
that  of  trustee,  of  which  he  was  the  incumbent 
about  eight  years,  besides  which  he  served  four 
years  as  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  the  county  infirmary  and  was  for  a long 
period  a member  of  the  School  Board  of  his 
district.  He  has  been  a most  zealous  and  influ- 
ential member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  of 
which  his  wife  likewise  was  a devout  adherent, 
and  has  served  as  elder  and  treasurer  of  the 
church,  as  well  as  superintendent  of  the  Sun- 
day School,  which  last-mentioned  position  he 
held  for  many  years.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  William 
Reynard  became  the  parents  of  four  children: 
Mary  Delpliine,  who  is  the  wife  of  John  Lyle 
Clark:  Horace  W.,  who  married  Miss  Marie 
Markley  and  is  engaged  in  the  drug  business  at 
Salem,  Columbiana  County;  Robert  W.,  who  is 
the  immediate  subject  of  this  review;  and  Eva 
Lena,  who  is  the  wife  of  Arthur  Wharton. 

Robert  W.  Reynard  is  Indebted  to  the  pub- 
lic schools  of  his  native  township  for  his  early 
education,  and  he  continued  his  active  associa- 
tion with  the  management  of  the  old  home  farm 
for  eleven  years  after  his  marriage.  In  the 
autumn  of  1918  he  purchased  the  John  P.  Ross 
farm  of  138  acres  in  Cadiz  Township,  adjoin- 
ing the  farm  of  the  .county  infirmary,  and  here 
he  is  carrying  forward  his  progressive  enter- 
prise as  one  of  the  representative  agriculturists 
and  stock-raisers  of  his  native  county.  His  po- 
litical allegiance  is  given  to  the  republican  party, 
and  both  he  and  his  wife  hold  membership  in 
the  Presbyterian  Church  at  Cadiz,  the  county 
seat. 

On  the  14th  of  November,  1907,  was  solemn- 
ized the  marriage  of  Mr.  Reynard  to  Miss  Nel- 
lie V.  Finical,  who  was  born  and  reared  in 
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Cadis  Township,  a daughter  of  John  and  Martha 
(Irwin)  Finical,  the  former  of  whom  died  Feb- 
ruary 4,  1899,  and  the  latter  still  resides  in  Har- 
rison County,  at  a venerable  age.  John  Finical 
was  born  in  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania, 
April  4,  1829,  a son  of  Isaac  Finical,  and  both 
his  paternal  and  maternal  grandfathers  were 
patriot  soldiers  in  the  War  of  the  Revolution. 
Soon  after  attaining  to  his  legal  majority  Isaac 
Finical  married  Margaret,  youngest  daughter  of 
Robert  Anderson,  of  Washington  County,  Penn- 
sylvania, and  they  continued  their  residence 
in  the  old  Keystone  State  until  1831,  when  they 
came  to  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  where  he  died 
in  1854,  at  the  age  of  seventy-five  years,  his 
widow  having  been  eighty-five  years  of  age  at 
the  time  of  her  death,  and  their  children  hav- 
ing been  nine  in  number.  John  Finical  was 
reared  to  manhood  in  Harrison  County  and  as 
a young  man  became  a successful  teacher  in 
the  district  schools,  to  which  profession  he 
devoted  his  attention  for  a number  of  years, 
though  the  major  part  of  his  active  life  was 
given  to  farm  industry,  in  which  he  was 
successful.  In  April,  1856,  he  married  Miss 
Martha  Irwin,  whose  parents,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Robert  Irwin,  removed  that  same  year  to  Iowa, 
where  they  passed  the  remainder  of  their  lives. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Finical  became  the  parents  of 
six  sons  and  four  daughters,  and  Nellie  V.,  wife 
of  the  subject  of  this  review,  is  the  youngest 
of  the  five  now  living.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Reynard 
have  one  child,  John  William,  who  was  born 
April  4,  1914. 

Jambs  B.  Lyons,  who  lives  in  Cadiz,  has  re- 
tired from  active  business  pursuits,  and  yet  he 
superintends  his  farm  and  keeps  in  close 
touch  with  agriculture.  He  w-as  born  in  Cadiz 
May  12,  1833.  Older  Inhabitants  speak  of  that 
period  as  the  year  the  stars  fell,  and  he  has 
always  lived  in  Harrison  County.  His  father, 
Robert  Lyons,  was  born  December  14,  1803,  in 
Washington  County,  Pennsylvania,  and  August 
7,  1832,  he  married  Ann  W.  Rowland  of  the 
same  community.  She  was  a daughter  of  Rob- 
ert Rowland,  and  they  located  in  Harrison 
County.  The  grandfather,  Mathew  Lyons,  of 
Pennsylvania  ancestry,  was  born  the  year  Amer- 
ican Independence  was  declared,  1776,  and  he 
died  in  1852  in  Washington  County.  His  wife 
was  a Miss  Kelly.  He  was  a farmer.  Their 
children  were  Mathew,  Richard,  Joseph  and 
Robert. 

The  youngest  son,  Robert,  founded  the  Lyons 
family  in  Harrison  County.  As  a boy  of  fifteen 
years  he  capie  to  Cadiz,  and  in  partnership  with 
Daniel  Kilgore  he  operated  a general  store.  He 
is  listed  among  the  pioneer  merchants  of  Har- 
rison County. 

In  1847  there  was  a branch  of  the  Ohio  State 
bank  organized  in  Cadiz,  the  first  bank  in  Har- 
rison County,  and  Robert  Lyons  became  its  first 
cashier.  He  remained  with  this  bank  until  1855, 
when  he  established  a brokerage  office  in  Cadiz, 
and  he  continued  that  business  the  remainder 
of  his  days.  Of  the  five  children  of  Robert 
Lyons,  Nancy  and  Ann  Eliza  died  in  child- 
hood. The  others  are:  James  B.,  Martha  C., 
who  married  Barclay  Welch,  and  she  is  now 


deceased,  and  Richard  Lyons.  The  mother  died 
May  16,  1844,  and  on  November  21,  1848,  Mr. 
Lyons  married  Anne  B.  Allison. 

After  finishing  public  school  in  Cadiz  J.  B. 
Lyons  entered  Franklin  College  at  New  Athens. 
Like  his  father,  he  became  a bank  cashier.  For 
many  years  he  was  cashier  of  the  Frst  National 
Bank  of  Cadiz,  and  in  1858  went  to  Cambridge, 
where  he  engaged  in  the  brokerage  business,  and 
soon  after  the  Civil  war  he  went  to  Philadel- 
phia, where  he  engaged  in  the  produce  business 
with  William  Isham.  After  a few  years  Mr. 
Lyons  returned  to  Cadiz  and  entered  the  broker- 
age business  in  the  office  of  his  father,  finally 
buying  a farm  in  Green  Township,  and  since 
that  time  he  has  given  his  attention  to  general 
farming  and  the  livestock  business. 

On  January  3,  1858,  Mr.  Lyons  married  Sal- 
lie  G.  Thomas,  who  was  born  April  4,  1838,  at 
Cambridge,  Ohio.  She  is  a daughter  of  Lam- 
bert Thomas.  Their  children  are  Anna  B.,  wife 
of  Dr.  Frank  Martin;  Catherine  G.,  Robert, 
deceased,  Mary  T.,  wife  of  Albert  Bullock,  and 
Nancy,  wife  of  Jesse  Slemons.  The  Lyons  fam- 
ily are  communicants  in  the  Cadiz  Presbyterian 
Church. 

Thomas  A.  Palmer  has  shown  no  indirection 
or  lack  of  initiative  energy  in  his  long  and  suc- 
cessful career  as  one  of  the  representative  farm- 
ers of  his  native  county,  and  though  now  ad- 
vanced in  years  he  still  resides  upon  hi$  old 
home  farm  in  North  Township,  Harrison  County, 
the  place  having  comprised  140  acres  until  the 
spring  of  1919,  when  he  relieved  hiinself  of  the 
cares  of  managing  the  entire  place  by  selling 
ninety-two  acres,  so  that  he  retains  at  the  pres- 
ent time  a farm  of  forty-eight  acres  and  is  giv- 
ing his  attention  principally  to  growing  apples. 
He  is  a man  of  marked  mentality,  is  genial  and 
affable,  has  lived  a life  of  uprightness  and  pro- 
ducive  toil,  and  no  citizen  of  the  community 
commands  more  secure  vantage-place  in  popular 
confidence  and  good  will. 

Mr.  Palmer  was  born  in  Archer  Township, 
this  county,  on  the  28th  of  October,  1849,  and 
is  a sou  of  Adam  and  Catherine  (Shlrey)  Pal- 
mer, both  natives  of  Westmoreland  County, 
Pennsylvania,  where  the  former  was  born  In 
December.  1812,  and  the  latter  on  the  11th  of 
January,  1816,  she  having  been  a daughter  of 
John  and  Rachel  Shirey.  Adam  Palmer’s  par- 
ents, Jacob  and  Hannah  (Archibald)  Palmer, 
came  from  the  old  Keystone  State  of  Ohio  in 
the  early  pioneer  days  and  were  numbered 
among  the  first  permanent  settlers  in  Stock 
Township,  Harrison  County,  where  they  estab- 
lished their  home  in  1814  and  where  the  father 
reclaimed  a farm  from  the  forest  wilds.  Adam 
Palmer  was  about  two  years  old  when  the  fam- 
ily came  to  Harrison  County,  where  he  was 
reared  on  the  pioneer  farm  and  attended  the 
primitive  schools  of  the  period.  In  his  youth 
lie  learned  the  carpenter’s  trade,  which  he 
followed  in  connection  with  farm  enterprise  in 
Archer  Township  until  1860,  when  he  removed 
to  a farm  in  North  Township,  this  place  hav- 
ing been  Improved  and  developed  by  him  and 
having  continued  his  place  of  residence  until 
his  death,  October  15,  1881.  His  widow  sur- 
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vived  him  by  fifteen  '’ears  and  passed  to  the 
life  eternal  on  the  29th  of  February,  1896,  both 
having  been  earnest  members  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church.  The  names  and  respective 
dates  of  birth  of  their  children  are  here  re- 
corded: Jacob  G.,  October  18,  1838;  Mary  E., 
July  8,  1840;  William,  May  21,  1842;  Israel  A., 
June  2,  1844;  Thomas  A.,  subject  of  this  review, 
October  28,  1849. 

Thomas  A.  Palmer  gained  his  youthful  edu- 
cation in  the  rural  schools  of  Harrison  County 
and  as  a youth  he  learned  the  carpenter’s  trade, 
principally  under  the  direction  of  his  father. 
After  devoting  a few  years  to  work  at  his  trade 
he  engaged  in  farming,  with  which  great  basic 
industry  be  has  continued  his  connection  during 
the  long  intervening  years,  the  while  he  has 
owned  and  resided  upon  his  present  farm  since 
the  time  of  his  marriage,  in  1875.  He  has 
always  been  ready  to  give  his  support  to  meas- 
ures and  enterprises  advanced  for  the  general 
good  of  the  community,  is  a Democrat  in 
politics,  and  is  an  active  member  of  the  Metho- 
dist Episcopal  Church  at  Hanover,  as  was  also 
his  wife,  whose  death,  on  the  3d  of  March,  1911, 
brought  the  supreme  loss  and  bereavement  of 
his  life. 

April  29,  1875,  marked  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Palmer  to  Miss  Jennie  E.  Fowler,  who  was  born 
and  reared  in  Stock  Township,  and  who  was  a 
daughter  of  James  W.  and  Elizabeth  (Craw- 
ford) Fowler,  who  passed  the  closing  years  of 
their  lives  on  their  farm  in  Stock  Township, 
near  Scio.  Mr.  Fowler  was  bom  in  Monroe 
Township,  this  county,  October  12,  1829,  and 
was  a son  of  Benjamin  and  Jane  (Whittaker) 
Fowler,  whose  marriage  was  solemnized  in  this 
county.  Benjamin  Fowler  was  bom  in  Penn- 
sylvania October  31,  1802,  and  was  a boy  at  the 
time  of  the  removal  of  the  family  to  Harrison 
County,  Ohio,  where  his  father,  John  Fowler, 
became  a pioneer  farmer  and  where  he  himself 
passed  the  remainder  of  his  life,  in  Monroe 
Township.  James  W.  Fowler  married  Miss 
Elizabeth  Crawford  on  the  7th  of  June,  1852, 
and  in  1861  they  settled  on  the  farm  in  Stock 
Township  which  continued  to  be  their  place  of 
residence  during  the  remainder  of  their  lives, 
both  having  been  earnest  members  of  the  Metho- 
dist Episcopal  Church. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Palmer  became  the  parents  of 
two  children:  Nellie  I.  is  the  wife  of  Loyd  M. 
Nixon,  of  North  Township,  and  they  have  one 
son,  Clyde;. Mary  E.  is  the  wife  of  Rev.  Robert 
M.  Albaugh,  a clergyman  of  the  Baptist  Church, 
and  they  reside  in  Portsmouth,  Ohio,  their  two 
children  being  Roberta  M.  and  William  Carroll. 

Edward  L.  Garner  has  achieved  marked 
popularity  and  success  as  a teacher  in  the  pub- 
lic schools  of  his  native  county,  served  two 
terms  as  clerk  of  the  court  at  Cadiz,  the  judicial 
center  of  the  county,  and  is  now  one  of  the 
representative  exponents  of  agricultural  and 
live-stock  industry  in  Cadiz  Township,  where 
he  owns  the  old  James  K.  Ourant  farm  of  115 
acres,  a property  which  he  purchased  in  1908, 
the  place  being  well  improved  and  constituting 
one  of  the  valuable  farms  of  Harrison  County. 


Mr.  Gamer  was  born  in  Nottingham  Town- 
ship, this  county,  August  6,  1872,  and  is  a rep- 
resentative of  one  of  the  sterling  pioneer  fami- 
lies of  that  township,  where  his  grandfather, 
Hezekiah  Garner,  settled  about  the  year  1818 
and  reclaimed  a farm  from  the  forest,  only  ten 
acres  of  the  tract  of  160  acres  having  been 
cleared  when  the  property  came  into  his  posses- 
sion, and  the  original  domicile  of  the  family 
having  been  a log  cabin,  which  soon  gave  place 
to  a house  that  was  far  superior  to  the  average 
dwellings  of  the  locality  and  period.  Hezekiah 
Garner  developed  a productive  farm,  and  here 
he  continued  to  reside  until  his  death  in  1866. 
He  was  born  in  Maryland  about  1780,  was  there 
reared  to  manhood  and  thence  went  forth  as  a 
gallant  young  soldier  in  the  War  of  1812.  By 
his  first  marriage  he  became  the  father  of 
three  children — James,  John  and  Julia  (Mrs. 
Hugh  Rose),  Julia  having  been  the  last  to  sur- 
vive and  having  been  a resident  of  Harrison 
County  at  the  time  of  her  death.  For  his 
second  wife  Mr.  Gamer  married  Sophia  Tippitt, 
and  they  became  the  parents  of  eight  children : 
Elizabeth,  Mary  Bell,  Susanna,  Sarah  (Mrs. 
Titus),  Nelson,  Amanda  (Mrs.  Beall),  Edward 
(father  of  the  subject  of  this  sketch),  and 
Thomas.  All  of  these  children  are  now  de- 
ceased. 

Edward  Garner  was  born  in  Nottingham 
Township,  Harrison  County,  March  18,  1823, 
and  there  he  was  reared  under  the  conditions 
of  the  pioneer  days.  In  his  native  township 
he  gave  his  entire  active  life  to  agricultural 
industry  as  one  of  the  substantial  farmers  and 
honored  citizens  of  the  county,  and  he  died  in 
February,  1910,  only  a short  time  prior  to  the 
eighty-seventh  anniversary  of  his  birth.  He 
was  always  a stanch  republican  in  politics, 
and  he  and  his  wife  were  zealous  members  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

In  the  autumn  of  1866  was  solemnized  the 
marriage  of  Edward  Garner  to  Miss  Julia  A. 
Merryman,  who  was  boro  in  Cadiz  Township, 
Harrsion  County,  April  3,  1831,  a member  of 
another  of  the  representative  pioneer  families 
of  the  county.  She  passed  to  the  life  eternal  on 
the  19th  of  December,  1886,  and  of  the  eleven 
children  the  subject  of  this  review  is  the  young- 
est; Elizabeth  and  Amos  died  in  childhood; 
Sophia  Rose  became  the  wife  of  J.  S.  Rose,  of 
Washington  Township;  Lucy  married  J.  B. 
Beall,  and  they  established  their  home  on  a 
farm  In  Nottingham  Township;  Merryman  and 
Oliver  located  on  farms  in  Nottingham  Town- 
ship; Amanda  J.  married  A.  W.  Yarnall,  of 
Freeport  Township;  Lavina  became  the  wife  of 
Allen  Moore,  of  Moorefleld  Township;  Emma  A. 
became  the  wife  of  R.  A.  McKibben,  of  Moore- 
field  Township;  Mary  B.  became  the  wife  of 
Albert  B.  Fulton  and  continued  to  reside  in  her 
native  county  until  her  death,  in  October,  1918. 

Edward  L.  Garner  passed  the  period  of  his 
childhood  and  early  youth  on  the  home  farm, 
and  that  he  profited  fully  by  the  advantages 
afforded  in  the  public  schools  is  indicated  by 
the  fact  that  when  eighteen  years  of  age  he 
became  a successful  teacher  in  the  district 
schools.  After  thus  following  the  pedagogic 
profession  a few  years  he  entered  Valparaiso

University  at  Valparaiso,  Indiana,  in  which 
celebrated  institution  he  completed  a course  in 
the  normal  department.  He  then  resumed 
teaching  in  the  schools  of  his  native  state,  and 
to  this  important  work  be  continued  to  devote 
the  greater  part  of  his  time  until  he  purchased 
and  established  bis  home  on  his  present  farm 
in  1908,  save  that  four  years  of  service  were 
.given  by  him  as  clerk  of  the  courts  of  his  native 
county,  a position  to  which  he  was  first  elected 
in  1910  and  of  which  he  continued  the  incum- 
bent two  successive  terms. 

Mr.  Garner  is  found  loyally  aligned  in  the 
ranks  of  the  republican  party,  is  affiliated  with 
the  lodge  of  Knights  of  Pythias  in  the  village 
of  Adena,  and  both  he  and  his  wife  hold  mem- 
bership in  the  Rankin  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  in  Moorefleld  Township. 

In  1896  Mr.  Garner  was  united  in  marriage 
to  Miss  Margaret  Josephine  Easter,  who  like- 
wise was  born  and  reared  in  Harrison  County 
and  who  is  the  only  child  of  Joseph  M.  and 
Elisabeth  (Barclay)  Easter,  the  former  of 
whom  was  born  in  Cadiz  Township  February 
12,  1841,  and  the  latter  of  whom  was  born  in 
Nottingham  Township,  a daughter  of  David  and 
Elizabeth  (Kissick)  Barclay,  who  were  born  in 
County  Kerry,  Ireland,  where  their  marriage 
occurred  and  whence  they  came  to  America  in 
1826,  becoming  early  settlers  of  Harrison 
County,  Ohio,  where  they  passed  the  remainder 
of  their  lives  in  Nottingham  Township.  Mrs. 
Elizabeth  (Barclay)  Easter  was  born  February 
18,  1841,  and  her  marriage  was  solemnized 
March  6,  1871.  Her  husband  passed  to  eternal 
rest  on  the  31st  of  the  following  December, 
and  she  survived  him  by  many  years.  She  fin- 
ally purchased  a farm  in  Moorefleld  Township. 
She  was  an  earnest  member  of  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Garner 
have  but  one  child,  Esther  Glenn,  who  is  the 
wife  of  Francis  M.  Rea,  of  Cadiz,  Ohio,  and 
they  have  one  son,  John  Edward.  It  should  be 
stated  that  Mr.  Garner  still  pays  allegiance  to 
the  profession  which  he  adopted  in  his  youth, 
and  is  still  engaged  In  teaching  during  the 
winter  terms  of  school. 

Joseph  H.  Myers.  It  is  claimed  that  a man 
reared  on  a farm  never  loses  his  love  for  the 
soil,  and  certain  it  is  that  many  of  the  sons 
of  farmers  who  for  a period  left  rural  sur- 
roundings for  those  more  urban  have  returned 
to  their  first  calling  and  are  now  to  be  found 
among  the  most  dependable  of  the  agricultural- 
ists of  the  country.  When  such  men  return  to 
the  farm  they  make  a success  of  their  work, 
for  they  know  Just  what  the  requirements  are 
and  how  to  engage  in  the  cultivation  of  the  soil 
in  a thoroughly  practical  and  efficient  manner. 
Such  has  been  the  case  with  Joseph  H.  Myers 
of  Rumley  Township,  who  after  some  years 
spent  in  different  occupations  returned  to  his 
original  calling  and  now  owns  a finely  culti- 
vated farm  of  107  acres  in  Rumley  Township. 

Joseph  H.  Myers  was  born  in  Lee  Township, 
Carroll  County,  Ohio,  February  10,  1877.  a son 
of  Orlonzo  and  Nancy  (Slates)  Myers.  Or- 
lonzo  Myers  was  born  in  Vinton  County,  Ohio, 
and  his  wife  was  born  in  Loudon  Township, 


Carroll  County,  a daughter  of  John  and  Abble 
(Harner)  Slates. 

Growing  up  in  Ohio,  Orlonzo  Myers  came  to 
Carroll  County  in  young  manhood  and  for  a 
time  worked  for  different  farmers.  About  1883 
he  moved  to  Jefferson,  German  Township,  Har- 
rison County,  and  after  a brief  stay  there  lo- 
cated at  Jewett,  where  he  was  employed  on 
railroad  construction  work  and  operated  a saw- 
mill until  1905.  In  the  latter  year  he  bought 
100  acres  of  land  in  Rumley  Township,  and  has 
since  been  engaged  in  conducting  this  property. 
He  and  his  wife  became  the  parents  of  the 
following  children : John  W.,  Joseph  H.,  Mary 
Bell,  Eliza  Pearl,  Samuel  C.,  Burton  P.,  Nellie 
V.,  an  unnamed  infant  son  deceased,  Rennison. 
Jessie,  Hazel,  Della,  Harry  (who  died  when 
three  years  old)  and  Byrle.  Mrs.  Myers  Is  a 
consistent  member  of  the  Lutheran  Church. 

Joseph  H.  Myers  attended  the  public  schools 
of  Jewett.  While  still  a boy  he  began  working 
for  farmers,  and  continued  this  practice  for 
some  years,  during  which  period  he  learned  to 
be  an  excellent  farmer.  Later  he  went  into 
railroading,  and  still  later  was  employed  in 
work  on  the  telephone  lines.  In  1992,  however, 
he  decided  to  return  to  Jewett,  and  for  six  years 
was  engaged  in  operating  a draylng  business. 
Selling  it,  he  bought  his  present  farm  in  Rum- 
ley Township,  and  is  making  a great  success 
of  his  venture,  carrying  on  general  farming  and 
stock-raising  in  an  effective  and  paying  manner. 

On  October  20,  1898,  Mr.  Myers  was  united  In 
marriage  with  Grace  Hilbert,  a daughter  of 
Amos  and  Amanda  (Reid)  Hilbert.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Myers  have  had  the  following  children 
born  tp  them:  Harry  F.,  Arthur  H.,  William 
Joseph  and  Myrle  Allen  and  Marian  Agnes,  the 
last  two  being  twins.  Little  Myrle  Alien  died 
when  seven  months  old,  but  the  other  children 
are  living.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Myers  are  valued 
members  of  the  Lutheran  Church  of  Jewett. 

Lewis  D.  Latham.  One  of  the  best  known 
names  at  Freeport  is  that  of  Latham,  and  it  is 
borne  by  some  of  the  best  citizens  and  pro- 
gressive business  men  of  this  part  of  the  state. 
The  family  is  an  old  American  one,  and  dates 
back  in  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  to  John 
Latham,  a soldier  of  the  War  of  1812,  who,  in 
1816,  came  with  his  family  to  Moorefleld  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County,  and  bought  some  school 
land.  He  lived  but  a few  years  longer,  but 
his  children,  grandchildren  and  great-grand- 
children have  lived  up  to  his  own  high  stand- 
ards. The  children  born  to  John  Latham  and 
his  wife,  Lucy,  were  as  follows:  Robert  A., 
John,  George,  Sarah,  Mary,  Anna,  Fannie, 
Betsy  and  Lucy.  All  of  his  mature  years  he 
worshipped  according  to  the  faith  of  the  Metho- 
dist Episcopal  Church,  and  upon  coming  to 
Harrison  County  immediately  transferred  his 
membership  to  the  local  congregation. 

Robert  A.  Latham,  eldest  son  of  John  Latham, 
was  born  in  Virginia,  and  came  to  Harrison 
County  with  his  parents.  Here  he  was  married 
to  Susan  Davidson,  born  in  Freeport  Township, 
a daughter  of  Lewis  Davidson,  a pioneer  farmer 
of  Freeport  Township,  who  entered  land  from 
the  Government  and  became  a prosperous 
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farmer.  The  children  of  Lewis  Davidson  were 
as  follows:  William,  John,  Lewis,  Mordecai, 
Thomas,  Joseph,  Jesse,  Jonathan,  Susannah  and 
Mary.  Like  his  father,  Robert  A.  Latham  was 
a devout  Methodist. 

Robert  A.  Latham  lived  in  Moorefleld  Town- 
ship until  his  marriage,  and  then  moved  to 
Freeport  Township,  where  he  lived  until  his 
death,  which  occurred  when  he  was  fifty-eight 
years  of  age,  from  typhoid  fever.  The  children 
of  Robert  A.  Latham  and  his  wife  were  as 
follows:  William,  James,  Lewis  D.,  Mary  Lucy, 
Eunice,  Selma  and  Sarah  Frances. 

Lewis  D.  Latham,  whose  name  heads  this  re- 
view, son  of  Robert  A.  Latham,  and  father  of 
the  five  sons  who  compose  the  firm  of  L.  D. 
Latham's  Sons,  was  during  his  young  manhood 
occupied  with  conducting  a farm  in  Freeport 
Township,  and  later  he  bought  the  family 
homestead.  In  addition  to  his  farming  he  dealt 
extensively  In  live  stock  and  bought  wool,  and 
continued  to  be  one  of  the  active  factors  of 
his  neighborhood  until  1908,  when  he  retired, 
moved  to  Freeport,  and  has  made  it  his  place 
of  residence  ever  since. 

On  October  18,  1866,  Lewis  D.  Latham  was 
married  to  Louisa  Hefling,  born  in  Washington 
Township,  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  December  29, 
1842,  a daughter  of  Noah  and  Martha  (Herron) 
Hefling.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Latham  became  the  par- 
ents of  the  following  children:  Olive,  w’ho  mar- 
ried Rev.  W.  B.  Maughman  and  has  two  chil- 
dren, Dean  and  Floy;  Frank  M.,  who  is  men- 
tioned below;  Susannah,  who  married  Eudsley 
Adams,  lives  at  Marshalltown,  Iowa,  and  has 
two  children,  Lucile,  now  Mrs.  Frank  Eversole, 
and  Pearl ; John  N.,  who  is  mentioned  below ; 
M.  Eunice,  who  Is  at  home;  Lewis  W.,  \vho  is 
mentioned  below;  Robert  Albert,  who  is  men- 
tioned below;  Minnie  V.,  who  is  at  home;  and 
James  V.,  who  is  also  mentioned  below.  Like 
all  the  other  members  of  their  families  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Lewis  D.  Latham  are  consistent  members 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

('rank  M.  Latham,  eldest  son  of  L.  D. 
Latham  and  his  wife,  was  born  in  Freeport 
Township  August  21,  1870,  and  was  educated 
in  the  schools  of  his  district  On  June  21,  1906, 
he  was  united  in  marriage  with  Arminda  Asher, 
a daughter  of  Henry  and  Arminda  (Stewart) 
Asher,  and  they  have  two  children,  Asher  Frank 
and  Paul  Lewis.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Frank  M. 
Latham  belong  to  the  Freeport  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church.  Since  the  firm  of  L.  D.  Latham's 
Sons  was  organized  Frank  M.  Latham  has  been 
a member  of  it 

John  N.  Latham,  second  son  of  L.  D.  Latham 
and  his  wife,  was  born  In  Freeport  Township, 
Harrison  County,  Ohio,  May  25,  1872,  and  lived 
at  home  until  his  marriage,  alternating  farm 
w-ork  with  attendance  at  the  district  schools. 
On  November  21,  1908,  he  was  united  in  mar- 
riage with  Edith  Spencer,  a daughter  of  Wil- 
liam and  Elizabeth  (Davidson)  Spencer.  There 
are  no  children.  After  his  marriage  John  N. 
Latham  began  farming  on  a rented  farm  in 
Freeport  Township,  and  still  is  interested  in 
general  farming  and  stock  raising.  The  first 


Mrs.  Latham  died  in  January,  1910,  and  Decem- 
ber 25,  1917,  Mr.  Latham  was  married  to  Miss 
Irene  Parker,  a daughter  of  George  W.  and 
Daisy  (Dean)  Parker.  By  his  second  marriage 
John  N.  Latham  has  a daughter,  Vivian  Irene. 
Mr.  Latham  belongs  to  the  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Freeport,  although  he  was  reared  a 
Methodist. 

Lewis  W.  Latham,  third  son  of  Lewis  D. # 
Latham  and  his  wife,  was  born  in  Freeport 
Township  October  16,  1875.  Like  his  brothers 
he  remained  at  home  until  he  was  married,  and 
he  attended  the  district  schools.  On  September 
21.  1904,  Lewis  W.  Latham  was  married  to 
Miss  Clio  F.  Shontz,  a daughter  of  James  O. 
and  Ada  Shontz,  and  they  have  two  children. 
Ethel  Olive  and  Frances  Marie.  Both  he  and 
his  wife  belong  to  the  Freeport  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church.  Since  1905  Lewis  W.  Latham 
ha  8 been  a resident  of  Freeport. 

Robert  Albert  Latham,  the  fourth  son  in  the 
above  mentioned  family,  was  born  in  Freeport 
Township  June  5,  1880.  After  attending  the 
local  schools  he  took  a course  In  the  Interna- 
tional Business  College  at  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana. 
Until  1903  he  continued  to  live  on  the  home- 
stead, but  in  that  year  came  to  Freeport,  and 
since  that  date  has  been  associated  with  his 
brothers  in  the  firm  of  L D.  Latham's  Sons. 
He,  too,  belongs  to  the  Freeport  Methodist 
Church. 

James  V.  Latham,  youngest  son  of  L.  D. 
Latham  and  his  wife,  was  born  in  Freeport 
Township  April  21,  1886.  He  attended  the  dis- 
trict schools,  the  Freeport  High  School  and  Scio 
College  at  Scio,  Ohio.  Subsequently  he  was  a 
student  at  the  university  at  Valparaiso,  In- 
diana. during  1908  and  1909.  From  1905  to 
1906  he  was  sales  manager  for  the  Cadiz  Elec- 
tric Company  of  Cadiz,  Ohio,  and  since  1904 
he  has  also  been  connected  with  the  firm  of  L. 
D.  Latham’s  Sons.  Mr.  Latham  has  also  been 
actively  interested  In  the  Insurance  business  for 
the  past  thirteen  years,  and  for  ten  years  has 
been  a uotary  public.  On  December  21,  1910, 
James  V.  Latham  was  united  in  marriage  with 
Ada  Byron  Dunlap,  a daughter  of  Lycurgus  M. 
and  Ellen  (Brokaw)  Dunlap,  and  they  have 
one  daughter,  Dorothy  Elouise.  They  are  mem- 
bers of  the  Freeport  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church. 

The  firm  of  L.  D.  Latham's  Sons  Is  one  of 
the  best  known  organizations  in  the  county  and 
handles  hardwood  lumber,  live  stock,  poultry, 
wool,  hay.  straw,  grain,  hardware,  salt,  fertil- 
izers and  building  materials.  It  would  be 
difficult  to  find  finer  or  more  representative 
men  than  the  Lathams  anywhere  in  the  country, 
and  the  father  and  sons  hold  the  confidence  of 
the  public  and  the  respect  of  all  with  whom 
they  come  in  contact. 

Harry  B.  McConnell.  To  have  a hobby.  If 
it  be  a useful  one,  is  commendable,  but  an  ex- 
amination of  this  book  would  lead  one  to  believe 
that  Harry  B.  McConnell  has  a “whole  stable 
full,”  since  he  contributes  to  this  publication 
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the  “Harrison  County  Bird  List,”  “Notes  on 
Unusual  Weather  Phenomena,”  and  also  the  list 
of  books  he  has  collected  that  relate  in  some 
way  to  Harrison  County.  As  editor  of  the 
Cadiz  Republican  he  is  in  control  of  one  of  the 
leading  country  newspapers  of  Ohio,  but  now 
the  publication  of  it  curtails  the  time  be  might 
otherwise  devote  to  enlarging  on  his  interest  in 
birds  and  nature,  as  well  as  other  things. 

Harry  Burns  McConnell  was  born  in  Cadiz 
on  Saturday,  September  14,  1867,  to  William 
and  Eliza  Burns  McConnell.  He  started  to 
school  in  September  of  1873,  Miss  Jennie  Arnold 
being  the  teacher  of  the  primary  room  of  the 
Cadiz  Public  Schools  at  that  time,  and  she  was 
also  his  Sunday  school  teacher  for  a number 
of  years.  He  graduated  as  a member  of  the 
high  school  class  of  1885,  at  the  age  of  seven- 
teen years,  and  the  next  day  he  entered  the 
office  of  the  Cadiz  Republican  to  learn  the 
printing  trade,  Wesley  B.  Hearn  being  the 
editor  and  proprietor  at  that  time.  He  had 
previously  served  as  “carrier  boy,”  delivering 
the  paper  to  town  subscribers  every  Thursday 
morning.  He  was  able  to  “set”  over  a galley 
of  type  the  first  day  he  was  in  the  office,  having 
previously  printed  an  amateur  paper.  In  print- 
ing this  small  sheet  during  his  spare  time  in 
the  years  1882  and  1883  he  exchanged  with  boys 
who  were  similarly  engaged  all  over  the  coun- 
try, and  on  one  occasion,  to  attract  attention, 
purpoefely  dated  the  miniature  sheet,  which  he 
called  “No  Name,”  as  having  been  issued  in 
1782,  so  that  the  mistake  would  call  attention 
to  his  efforts  in  embryonic  journalism. 

After  being  in  the  Republican  office  for  four- 
teen months  the  foreman,  Charles  B.  Davis,  left 
Mr.  Hearn’s  employ  to  start  an  office  of  his 
own,  and  since  the  entire  force  at  that  time 
consisted  of  the  foreman  and  two  apprentices, 
Harry  McConnell  and  Harry  Kinsey,  the  sub- 
ject of  this  sketch  then  had  his  first  experience 
on  job  work  and  in  making  up  newspaper  forms. 
The  first  named  apprentice  was  soon  in  full 
charge  of  the  mechanical  work  of  the  office, 
and  continued  as  foreman  and  assistant  to 
Mr.  Hearn  In  the  work  of  editing  the -paper 
and  keeping  the  books  until  a severe  attach  of 
neuritis  in  November  of  1911  led  the  foriher 
proprietor  to  sell  the  paper  to  Mr.  McCbnnell, 
the  transfer  of  ownership  taking  place  on  Feb- 
ruary 12,  1912. 

As  editor  of  the  Republican  Mr.  McConnell 
has  kept  the  paper  up  to  its  high  standard,  and 
under  his  management  the  circulation,  advertis- 
ing patronage  and  job  work  turned  out  have 
considerably  increased. 

The  McConnell  family  is  one  of  the  old 
families  of  Cadiz,  Michael  McConnell,  the 
grandfather  of  Harry  B.  McConnell,  having 
come  to  Cadiz  from  Steubenville  in  1820,  after 
serving  as  deputy  sheriff  in  that  county. 

He  was  radical  in  his  views  on  slavery,  tem- 
perance and  the  use  of  tobacco,  and  was  pos- 
sibly the  first  man  in  Harrison  County  to  vote 
the  prohibition  ticket.  An  incident  that  hap- 
pened during  the  time  be  was  conducting  a 
grocery  at  Cadiz  will  show  how  he  abhorred 
the  traffic  in  intoxicating  liquors.  The  dray- 
man had  brought  some  groceries  up  from  the 


depot  and  was  unloading  them  in  front  of  his 
store  when  Mr.  McConnell  noticed  a barrel  of 
whiskey  on  the  same  dray.  “Take  those  goods 
back  to  the  depot,”  was  Michael  McConnell’s 
orders,  “and  haul  them  back  without  bringing 
any  whiskey  along  with  them,”  he  added.  And 
he  never  sold  any  tobacco  in  his  store,  since 
he  did  not  wish  to  encourage  a practice  that 
he  did  not  believe  in. 

Harry  McConnell  has  in  his  collection  of  old 
relics  and  souvenirs  six  books  which  are  bound 
in  strawboard,  containing  every  mention  made 
in  the  Bible,  giving  the  chapter  and  verse,  that 
refers  to  intoxicating  liquors  and  slavery. 
These  books  are  in  manuscript  and  were  written 
by  Michael  McConnell.  Along  with  these  books 
is  the  “Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the  Order 
of  Cadiz  Templars  of  Honor  and  Temperance,” 
printed  in  1856. 

The  foregoing  facts  undoubtedly  have  some- 
thing to  do  with  the  hatred  of  the  liquor  traffic 
entertained  by  his  grandson,  Harry  B.  McCon- 
nell, although  the  example  set  by  his  father, 
William  McConnell,  would  have  likewise  greatly 
influenced  him  to  refrain  from  the  use  of  strong 
drink,  since  he  also  shunned  the  use  of  liquor 
and  tobacco.  There  is  something  of  a tradition, 
however,  that  William  McConnell,  as  a boy,  was 
once  helping  a farmer  to  harvest  when  hard 
cider  was  passed  around  and  young  William, 
without  being  aware  of  the  possibilities  of  the 
beverage,  Indulged  a little  too  freely,  and  in 
the  midst  of  the  resulting  spree  he  managed 
somehow  to  mount  on  the  back  of  a steer  (some 
say  it  was  a bull)  and  ride  it  through  the  streets 
of  Cadiz.  If  this  be  true,  it  can  be  truthfully 
said  it  was  his  first  and  only  Indulgence  in  in- 
toxicating liquor.  He  was  a charter  member 
of  the  Sons  of  Temperance,  the  first  temper- 
ance order  ever  organized  at  Cadiz,  and  was 
also  a member  of  the  Cadiz  Templars. 

William  McConnell  also  had  an  experience 
with  the  use  of  tobacco  when  a young  boy. 
He  was  once  with  a few  companions  who  had 
some  cigars,  and  they  were  divided  among  them. 
William  put  his  .“smokes”  under  his  hat  and 
forgot  all  about  them  until  they  fell  from  under 
his  headgear  as  he  took  it  off  to  take  his  place 
at  the  supper  table,  and  of  course  his  father 
saw  what  happened,  and  William  received  a 
stern  rebuke  and  emphatic  lecture  on  the  use 
of  tobacco. 

Rev.  John  Bums,  D.  D.,  the  maternal  grand- 
father of  Harry  B.  McConnell,  was  the  Metho- 
dist Protestant  minister  at  Cadiz  in  1850-1854. 
He  was  married  twice,  his  first  wife  being  Mary 
Jewett  Pearson,  who  was  the  grandmother  of 
the  subject  of  this  sketch.  Jesse  Pearson  was 
the  name  of  her  father,  and  his  wife’s  name  was 
Mehitable  Plummer,  the  Pearsons  and  Plum- 
mers being  old  and  honored  New  England 
families,  there  being  a record  of  the  marriage 
of  a Pearson  and  Plummer  shortly  after  the 
settlement  at  Plymouth,  Massachusetts.  Doctor 
Bums  took  a prominent  part  in  the  General 
Conference  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church, 
and  presided  over  the  deliberations  of  that  body 
on  one  or  two  occasions.  He  served  as  chaplain 
of  the  Ohio  penitentiary  during  the  term  of 
governorship  of  Richard  M.  Bishop,  and  his  son, 
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J.  J.  Burns,  a prominent  Ohio  educator,  was 
state  commissioner  of  schools  at  the  same  time. 
Doctor  Burns  was  a charter  member  of  Harri- 
son Lodge,  F.  & A.  M.,  of  Cadiz.  The  branch 
of  the  Burns  family  to  which  Doctor  Bums 
belonged  was  descended  from  the  Scotch  family 
of  the  same  name  to  which  the  immortal  singer 
Robert  Bums  belonged. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  present  editor  of  the 
Cadiz  Republican  to  give  ardent  support  to  any 
movement  that  has  for  its  object  the  betterment 
and  advancement  of  his  native  town.  Shortly 
after  our  first  Chautauqua  was  held  he  wrote 
an  article  on  artificial  lakes  and  pointed  out 
the  possibility  of  the  construction  of  a lake  on 
the  Chautauqua  grounds.  This  project  was 
subject  to  ridicule  and  adverse  criticism  at  first. 
He  also  wrote  an  article  before  the  removal  of 
the  County  Fair  Grounds  from  the  McMechan 
site  to  the  Chautauqua  grounds  and  was  the 
first  to  advocate  such  action  being  taken. 

Mr.  McConnell  served  for  a short  time  as 
member  of  the  Cadiz  School  Board,  and  in  re- 
cent years  has  been  president  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Public  Library.  He  has  also 
served  as  both  treasurer  and  vice  president1  of 
the  Buckeye  Press  Association,  and  takes  a 
prominent  part  in  the  meetings  of  the  associa- 
tion. He  has  written  articles  on  nature  study 
for  the  magazine  section  of  Sunday  newspapers, 
and  also  for  New  York  magazines.  He  is  a 
member  of  several  ornithological  clubs. 

On  October  15,  1801,  Mr.  McConnell  married 
Miss  Eva  M.  Dickerson,  daughter  of  Samuel  C. 
and  Mary  McCoy  Dickerson.  The  Dickerson 
family  is  one  of  the  pioneer  families  of  Harri- 
son County,  and  for  over  100  years  the  name 
has  been  associated  with  the  most  progressive 
and  representative  people  of  this  section.  They 
have  one  daughter,  Mrs.  Isabel  Ronsheim,  Mr. 
Ronsheim  now  being  associated  with  Mr.  McCon- 
nell in  the  publication  of  the  Cadiz  Republican. 

Enos  D.  Statleb,  a prosperous  general  farmer 
and  stock-raiser  of  Rumley  Township,  owns  and 
operates  208  acres  of  very  valuable  land  that 
he  has  in  a high  state  of  cultivation.  He  was 
bora  in  Monongahela  County,  West  Virginia, 
July  11,  1867,  a son  of  John  W.  and  Anna  B. 
(Moore)  Statler,  grandson  of  Jacob  Statler  and 
great-grandson  of  Jacob  Statler,  the  latter  be- 
ing one  of  the  pioneers  of  Monongahela  County, 
West  Virginia.  He  settled  near  Dunkard  Creek, 
on  a stream  that  was  known  as  Jake’s  Run, 
and  when  a postoffice  was  established  at  this 
point  it  was  called  in  his  honor,  Statler's  Post- 
office.  The  elder  Jacob  Statler  met  with  the 
fate  of  a number  of  the  early  settlers  of  this 
country,  having  been  killed  and  scalped  by  hos- 
tile Indians,  this  atrocity  being  perpetrated  on 
his  own  land. 

Jacob  Statler,  the  younger,  was  bora  on  Jake’s 
Run,  and  there  he  spent  practically  all  of  his 
life.  He  married  Bettle  Walker,  and  their  chil- 
dren were  as  follows:  Sarah,  Plezie,  Catherine 
and  John  W.  The  family  belonged  to  the  Chris- 
tian Church. 

John  W.  Statler  was  born  in  Monongahela 
County,  West  VInsinia,  August  3,  1841,  and  his 
wife  was  born  In  the  same  county.  She  was 


a daughter  of  Daniel  and  Priscilla  (Tenant) 
Moore.  Daniel  Moore,  maternal  grandfather  of 
Enos  D.  Statler,  was  a farmer  of  Monongahela 
County,  a heavy  landowner,  and  lived  there  all 
his  life.  His  children  were  as  follows:  Gilbert 
B.,  Jacob  R.,  Nimrod  A.,  Anna  B.,  Sarah  Mar- 
garet, Eliza  Jane,  Rebecca,  Luama  and  Ida  Bell. 
Like  the  Sta tiers,  the  Moores  belonged  to  the 
Christian  Church. 

Until  1900  John  W.  Statler  was  engaged  in 
farming,  but  during  that  year  he  left  Monon- 
gahela County  and  went  to  northern  Nebraska, 
where  he  Is  still  living.  His  wife  died  In  1017. 
Their  children  were  as  follows : James  Newton, 
Enos  Daniel,  Mary  Elizabeth,  Priscilla  Jane, 
Sarah  Margaret,  Rebecca,  Newman  Benson, 
Jacob  Peter,  Thomas  and  Lloyd.  Mr.  Statler, 
together  with  his  children,  belong  to  the  Chris- 
tian Church;  and  during  her  lifetime  Mrs.  S'tat- 
ler  also  belonged  to  this  denomination. 

Growing  up  in  his  native  county,  Enos  D. 
Statler  learned  farming  as  well  as  gained  the 
literary  instruction  -furnished  by  the  district 
schools.  While  still  Ii^lyg  in  Monongahela 
County  he  commenced  hik^Bependent  farming, 
and  continued  it  until  lS^JVhen  he  moved  to 
Wayne  Township,  Greene Jbou^ty,  Pennsylvania, 
and  there  he  continued  farming  until  1010.  He 
then  sold  and  moved  to  Rumley  Township,  Har- 
rison County,  buying  his  present  farm  of  208 
acres.  He  has  been  eminently  successful  In 
fill  of  his  operations,  and  has  gained  a well- 
deserved  reputation  as  a general  farmer  and 
stock-raiser. 

In  1880  Mr.  Statler  was  united  in  marriage 
with  Sarah  Tenant,  a daughter  of  Nimrod  A. 
and  Margaret  #J.  (Lemley)  Tenant  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Statler  became  the  parents  of  the  follow- 
ing children : Claude  C.  is  a commercial  instruc- 
tor in  the  Wheeling  High  School.  Lonnie  L., 
who  is  a veteran  of  the  great  war,  is  a teacher 
in  the  South  Hill  High  School,  Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania.  He  married  Grace  Strader  and 
they  have  one  son,  Robert  Allen,  bora  Septem- 
ber 4,  1920.  Ray  C.,  who  is  a graduate  of  the 
Elliott  Commercial  College  at  Wheeling,  West 
Virginia,  Is  now  a commercial  teacher  in  the 
Wellsburg,  West  Virginia,  High  School.  Emma 
E.  and  Frank  are  both  at  home.  Frank  grad- 
uated from  Germania  High  School,  Jefferson, 
Ohio,  in  1921.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Statler  are  mem- 
bers of  the  Baptist  Church. 

Lonnie  L.  Statler  entered  the  service  Decem- 
ber 20,  1917,  and  was  assigned  to  Battalion  A, 
Sixty-fourth  Coast  Artillery.  On  July  4,  1914, 
he  sailed  from  Hoboken,  and  landed  at  South- 
ampton, England,  and  from  there  went  on  to 
France,  serving  with  his  company  until  the 
signing  of  the  armistice.  He  was  returned  to 
the  United  States  February  23,  1019,  and  was 
discharged  and  returned  home.  Having  done 
his  duty  to  his  country  in  time  of  war,  he  has 
quietly  returned  to  it  to  give  it  just  as  valuable 
a service  outside  of  the  army.  This  country 
needs,  and  will  continue  to  need,  young  men 
like  Mr.  Statler,  who  have  taken  part  in  a 
great  undertaking  and  through  the  broadening 
effects  of  contact  with  other  men  and  countries 
have  learned  of  the  advantages  of  their  own 
and  are  prepared  to  continue  to  defend  them 
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to  the  utmost.  In  his  present  work  of  guiding 
the  budding  intellect  of  bis  pupils  Mr.  Statler 
is  rendering  bis  country  just  as  important  a 
service  as  be  did  when  he  wore  Its  uniform, 
and  it  is  safe  to  say  that  none  who  come  under 
the  influence  of  this  brave  young  veteran  will 
fail  to  carry  with  him  into  his  after  life  some- 
thing of  the  real  Americanism  which  enabled 
the  “Yanks”  to  hold  back  the  hordes  of  the 
enemy  and  Anally  vanquish  them. 

Gbobge  A.  Hilligas  is  doing  well  his  part  in 
maintaining  the  high  prestige  of  the  family 
name  in  connection  with  civic  loyalty  and  the 
furtherance  of  farm  industry  In  his  native 
county,  and  is  one  of  the  successful  agricul- 
turists and  stock-raisers  of  Short  Creek  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County,  where  he  is  the  owner 
of  a well  improved  farm  of  210  acres,  not  far 
distant  from  the  old  homestead  on  which  he 
was  born  and  reared.  He  is  a son  of  Francis 
A.  Hilligas,  and  data  regarding  the  family  his- 
tory may  be  found  pa  other  pages.  In  the  sketch 
of  another  son,  Charles  C. 

Mr.  Hilligas  was  bqrn  in  Short  Creek  Town- 
ship on  the  19th  of  July,  1883,  and  here  the 
district  schools  fortified  him  in  youthful  edu- 
cation. His  loyalty  to  his  native  county  is  un- 
limited and  is  shown  alike  in  his  earnest  sup- 
port of  measures  and  enterprises  tending  to 
advance  the  general  welfare  of  the  community 
as  well  as  in  his  energy  and  careful  manage- 
ment in  the  furtherance  of  the  great  basic  in- 
dustries of  agriculture  and  stock-growing,  of 
which  he  is  a prominent  exponent  of  the 
younger  generation  in  Short  Creek  Township. 
He  has  made  no  effort  to  enter  the  arena  of 
practical  politics  but  is  a staunch  supporter  of 
the  principles  and  policies  for  which  the  repub- 
lican party  stands  sponsor. 

On  the  22d  of  December,  1909,  Mr.  Hilligas 
was  united  in  marriage  to  Miss  Loraine  Rep- 
part,  who  likewise  was  born  and  reared  in 
Short  Creek  Township  and  whose  father, 
Thomas  F.  Reppart,  is  the  subject  of  an  in- 
dividual review  in  this  volume.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Hilligas  are  popular  figures  in  the  social  life 
of  their  community,  and  enjoy  welcoming  thfeir 
many  friends  to  their  attractive  home,  which 
is  known  for  its  hospitality  and  good  cheer. 
They  have  two  children — Ralph  Paul  and  Agnes 
Marie.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hilligas  are  members  of 
the  United  Presbyterian  Church. 

Lloyd  L.  Carson  is  numbered  among  the  able 
representatives  of  farm  enterprise  in  Notting- 
ham Township,  Harrison  County,  and  is  a 
young  man  who  has  found  in  his  native  county 
a field  of  industry  that  challenges  his  best 
efforts  and  offers  him  the  best  of  opportunities. 
He  was  born  In  Nottingham  Township  June  1, 
1885,  and  is  a son  of  Albert  O.  and  Lydia  E. 
(Mil liken)  Carson,  concerning  whom  adequate 
record  is  given  on  other  pages,  in  the  personal 
sketch  of  another  son,  William  J. 

The  district  Schools  of  Nottingham  and  Green 
Townships  afforded  Lloyd  L.  Carson  his  early 
education,  and  he  remained  on  his  father’s  farm 
In  Cadiz  Township  until  the  year  1904,  when 
he  returned  to  Nottingham  Township,  which 


ha 8 since  continued  the  stage  of  his  successful 
activities  as  an  agriculturalist  and  stock-grower, 
his  farm  comprising  102  acres  of  fertile  and 
productive  land  and  the  place  being  kept  at 
high  standard  under  his  vigorous  management. 
He  is  a republican  in  political  allegiance,  and 
he  and  his  wife  hold  membership  in  the  Chris- 
tian Church  at  Minksville. 

On  the  9th  of  December,  1911,  was  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  Mr.  Carson  to  Miss  Julia  L. 
Fulton,  who  was  bom  and  reared  In  Nottingham 
Township  and  who  is  a representative  of  a well 
known  pioneer  family  of  this  county.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Carson  have  no  children.  Mrs.  Carson  is 
a daughter  of  Ellis  and  Isabel  (Malleraee)  Ful- 
ton, both  likewise  natives  of  Harrison  County. 
Ellis  Fulton  was  bom  In  Nottingham  Township 
on  the  18th  of  May,  1849,  and  is  a son  of  Wil- 
liam and  Elizabeth  (Pugh)  Fulton,  the  former 
of  whom  was  born  in  Chester  County,  Pennsyl- 
vania, and  the  latter  was  bora  in  Nottingham 
Township,  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  where  her 
father,  David  Pugh,  was  a pioneer  settler. 
William  Fulton  was  a son  of  Philip  Fulton,  who 
came  from  the  old  Keystone  State  to  eastern 
Ohio  in  the  early  pioneer  days.  He  and  his 
son  William,  who  was  then  a boy,  walked  from 
Steubenville,  Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  to  Notting- 
ham Township,  Harrison  County,  and  with  the 
axes  which  they  carried  on  the  trip  they  felled 
trees  and  prepared  the  logs  for  the  erection  of 
the  cabin  that  was  here  to  serve  as  the  family 
domicile.  After  the  primitive  dwelling  was  made 
ready  for  occupancy  the  father  and  son  re- 
turned to  Steubenville,  and  shortly  afterward 
the  entire  family  came  to  the  new  home  in  the 
midst  of  the  wilds  of  Nottingham  Township, 
where  was  vigorously  carried  forward  the  de- 
velopment of  the  land  that  has  remained  in 
possession  of  the  Fulton  family  during  the  long 
intervening  years  and  which  continued  to  be 
the  home  of  Philip  Fulton  and  his  wife  until 
they  passed  from  the  stage  of  life’s  mortal  en- 
deavors. Their  children  were  ten  in  number — 
Philip,  Alexander,  William,  John,  Jane,  Julia, 
Eliza,  Mary,  Hannah  and  Sarah. 

William  Fulton  grew  to  manhood  on  the 
pioneer  farm  and  with  the  passing  years  be- 
came one  of  the  substantial  representatives  of 
farm  enterprise  in  Nottingham  Township, 
where  he  accumulated  a valuable  landed  estate 
of  about  500  acres,  and  where  he  and  his  wife 
remained  until  their  deaths.  Mrs.  Fulton  was 
a member  of  the  Christian  Church.  They  be- 
came the  parents  of  eight  children:  John  C., 
William  P.,  Alexander,  Scott,  Ellis,  Hannah 
(died  in  early  childhood),  Rachel  and  Louisa. 
The  sons  William  P.  tind  Scott  entered  the 
Union  army  when  the  Civil  war  began,  William 
P.  having  served  as  a member  of  the  Ninety- 
eighth  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  and  Scott  was 
likewise  a member  of  an  Ohio  regiment,  and 
was  mortally  wounded  in  the  battle  of  Jones- 
boro, Georgia. 

Ellis  Fulton  was  reared  and  educated  in  Not- 
tingham Township,  and  in  that  township  he  has 
devoted  his  entire  active  career  to  farm  enter- 
prise, his  well  improved  rural  estate  comprising 
450  acres  of  excellent  land  of  his  native  town- 
ship. His  wife  is  a daughter  of  the  late  Lewis 
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C.  and  Lovina  (McFadden)  Mallernee,  and  they 
have  five  children:  William  E.  married  Miss 
Lulu  Walker  and  they  have  two  children — 
Myrtle  and  Howard.  Lewis  Craig  Fulton  first 
married  Miss  Rena  Pugh,  who  is  survived  by 
two  children — Vesta  Gail  and  Roger  Paul.  Mrs. 
Fulton  died  in  1915,  and  for  his  second  wife 
Lewis  C.  Fulton  married  Miss  Nora  Raber,  the 
one  child  of  this  union  being  Harry  Lewis. 
Julia  is  the  wife  of  Lloyd  L.  Carson,  of  this 
review.  Anna  is  the  wife  of  George  Cope. 
John  married  Miss  Lulu  Cope,  and  they  have 
two  children — -Velma  Belle  and  Ellis. 

Alvin  O.  Finical  and  his  next  older  brother, 
James  I.,  who  is  a bachelor,  are  associated  in 
the  ownership  and  management  of  a fine  farm 
of  378  acres  in  Stock,  Archer  and  Cadiz  town- 
ships, Harrison  County,  and  are  representatives 
of  a well  known  and  highly  honored  pioneer 
family  of  the  county,  where  their  paternal 
grandfather  established  his  residence  nearly 
four  score  years  ago. 

Alvin  O.  Finical  was  born  in  Cadiz  Township, 
Harrison  County,  December  24,  1869,  and  is 
a son  of  John  and  Martha  (Irwin)  Finical, 
whose  marriage  was  here  solemnized  in  April, 
1856.  John  Finical  passed  away  on  the  4th  of 
February,  1899,  and  his  widow  still  remains  on 
the  old  home  farm.  Her  parents  came  to  Har- 
rison County  many  years  ago,  and  later  became 
pioneer  settlers  in  Iowa,  where  they  passed  the 
remainder  of  their  lives. 

John  Finical  was  born  in  Washington  County, 
Pennsylvania,  April  4,  1829,  a son  of  Isaac  and 
Margaret  ( Anderson y Finical,  the  former  of 
whom  was  bom  in  Pennsylvania,  of  pioneer 
German  stock,  and  the  latter  of  whom  was  a 
daughter  of  Robert  Anderson,  of  Washington 
County,  Pennsylvania.  His  father,  a native  of 
Ireland,  was  a gallant  soldier  of  the  Continental 
line  in  the  War  of' the  Revolution.  Isaac  Fini- 
cal came  with  his  family  to  Harrison  County, 
Ohio,  in  1831,  and  here  he  continued  his  associa- 
tion with  farm  enterprise  until  his  death,  which 
occurred  in  Cadiz  Township,  when  he  was 
seventy-five  years  of  age,  his  widow  having 
passed  away  in  1885,  at  the  venerable  age  of 
eighty-eight  years.  They  became  the  parents 
of  nine  children:  Eliza  # May  (Mrs.  William 
Spiker),  Margaret  (Mrs!  Alexander  Hender- 
son), Jane  (Mrs.  William  Miller),  Frances  C. 
(Mrs.  David  Steward),  Mary  E.  (Mrs.  Calvin 
Rodgers),  Rachel  (died  in  childhood),  Robert, 
John  and  Thomas. 

John  Finical  was  about  two  years  old  when 
the  family  home  was  established  in  Harrison 
County,  where  he  was  reared  and  educated 
under  the  conditions  of  the  middle-pioneer 
period,  and  where  as  a young  man  he  was  for 
a number  of  years  a successful  teacher  in  the 
district  schools.  After  his  marriage  he  settled 
on  the  farm  in  Cadiz  Township  which  continued 
as  the  stage  of  his  activities  during  the  re- 
mainder of  his  long,  worthy  and  useful  life,  and 
he  was  the  owner  of  378  acres  at  the  time  of 
his  death.  Mr.  Finical  was  a staunch  aboli- 
tionist in  the  period  leading  up  to  the  Civil 
war,  and  was  allied  with  the  republican  party 
from  the  time  of  its  organization  until  the  close 


of  his  life.  His  widow  still  survives  him,  as 
previously  noted,  as  do  also  five  of  their  ten 
children : Milton  Beecher  Finical  is  a.  resident 
of  the  State  of  Kansas;  Lizzie  Margaret,  who 
became  the  wife  of  John  P.  Ross;  William  H., 
who  resided  in  the  City  of  Pittsburgh,  Pennsyl- 
vania; Thomas  A.,  who  was  a resident  of  the 
State  of  Kansas,  are  all  deceased;  James  I. 
and  Alvin  O.  are  associated  in  farm  industry  in 
their  native  county,  as  stated  in  the  opening 
paragraph  of  this  review;  Martha  V.  married 
Ernest  Carson;  John  died  in  1905;  Nellie  V. 
married  R.  W.  Reynard;  and  one' child  died  in 
infancy.  Mr.  Finical  was  an  active  member  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,’  as  is  also  his 
widow. 

The  district  schools  of  Cadiz  Township 
afforded  Alvin  O.  Finical  his  early  educational 
advantages,  and  from  his  youth  to  the  present 
time  he  has  continued  to  be  actively  associated 
with  farm  industry  in  his  native  township,  his 
removal  to  his  present  farm  having  occurred 
shortly  after  his  marriage,  this  being  one  of 
the  well  improved  and  ably  managed  farm  prop- 
erties of  Cadiz  Township.  He  is  a republican 
in  political  allegiance,’  takes  a lively  interest 
in  community  affaire  as  a loyal  and  public- 
spirited  citizen,  and  he  and  his  wife  hold  mem- 
bership In  Asbury  Chapel,  Methodist  Episcopal, 
in  their  home  township. 

On  the  17th  of  December,  1891,  was  solemn- 
ized the  marriage  of  Mr.  Finical  to  Miss  Olive 
V.  Adams,  who  was  born  In  Stock  Township, 
Harrison  County,  October  18,  1871,  a daughter 
of  John  F.  and  Amanda  (Barger)  Adams,  and 
they  have  five  children — Dora  D.,  J.  Clark,  Ross 
A.,  Clara  Isabel  and  T.  Nelson.  Dora  D.  is 
now  the  wife  of  Clyde  Ramsey,  of  Dennison, 
Ohio.  Ross  A.  is  one  of  the  sterling  young 
patriots  who  entered  the  nation’s  service  when 
America  became  involved  in  the  great  World 
war.  In  September,  1917,  he  went  forth  with 
the  first  party  of  young  men  from  Harrison 
County  and  was  assigned  to  membership  in  the 
Three  Hundred  and  Thirty-second  United  States 
Infantry,  at  Camp  Sherman,  this  regiment  be- 
ing a part  of  the  Eighty-third  Division.  Within 
a short  time  he  was  transferred  to  the  Veteri- 
nary Corps  of  this  division,  and  on  the  29th  of 
June,  1918,  he  landed  in  France.  There  he 
continued  in  active  service  until  the  signing 
of  the  historic  armistice,  when  he  went  with 
his  command  into  Belgium,  later  being  for  a 
time  in  Luxemburg,  and  thereafter  being  as- 
signed to  service  with  the  Army  of  Occupation 
in  German.  In  November,  1919,  he  returned  to 
the  United  States,  and  after  his  discharge  from 
the  army  returned  to  the  home  farm. 

Joseph  B.  Dunlap,  of  Cadiz  Township,  was 
born  October  28,  1864,  in  Athens  Township. 
He  is  a son  of  Hugh  P.  Dunlap  and  has  the 
same  lineal  descent  as  R.  K.  Dunlap,  whose 
sketch  has  already  been  written  for  the  Carroll 
and  Harrison  Counties  History.  His  education 
was  secured  in  the  Cadiz  Township  Public 
Schools,  and  his  life  activity  has  been  agricul- 
ture. 

On  September  30,  1906,  Mr.  Dunlap  married 
Mary  Thompson,  sister  of  Emmett  Thompson, 
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and  her  genealogy  appears  in  this  work.  Her 
death  occurred  September  5,  1920.  Her  home 
was  the  Thompson  family  homestead,  where  the 
Thompson  relatives  have  lived  for  more  than 
a century.  Agriculture  and  the  live  stock  in- 
dustry claim  the  attention  of  Mr.  Dunlap. 

D.  W.  Kail,  one  of  the  progressive  farmers 
of  Rumley  Township,  and  superintendent  of  the 
Rumley  Township  roads,  is  a man  who  has  de- 
voted a large  amount  of  his  time  and  energies 
to  public  matters,  and  is  responsible . for  many 
of  the  improvements  of  this  region.  He  was 
born  in  Rumley  Township,  November  6,  1867, 
a son  of  Hance  W.  and  Elizabeth  (Bricker) 
Kail,  and  grandson  of  Jacob  Kail,  one  of  the 
pioneers  of  German  Township.  The  children  of 
Jacob  Kail  were  as  follows:  Samuel.  Fred, 
George,  Enoch,  John,  Hance  W.,  Lovlna  and 
Lucinda. 

Hance  W.  Kail  was  born  In  German  Town- 
ship, March  11,  1828,  and  his  wife  was  born 
In  the  same  township,  a daughter  of  Henry  and 
Mary  (Smith)  Bricker.  Henry  Bricker  was  an- 
other of  the  pioneers  of  German  Township,  and 
his  children  were  as  follows:  Lucinda,  Eliza- 
beth, Julia,  Enoch  and  George,  the  last  named 
giving  up  his  life  in  defense  of  the  Union  dur- 
ing the  war  between  the  states.  Hance  W.  Kail 
was  one  of  the  successful  farmers  of  Rumley 
Township,  to  which  he  moved  In  young  man- 
hood, and  which  he  made  his  home  until  his 
death,  September  20,  1917.  Mrs.  Kail  Is  also 
deceased.  They  belonged  to  the  United  Breth- 
ren Church.  The  children  bom  to  Hance  W. 
Kail  and  his  wife  were  as  follows:  George,  D. 
W.t  Heba,  John,  Mary  and  Ida. 

D.  W.  Kail  attended  the  country  schools  of 
his  native  township,  and  from  childhood  was 
engaged  in  farm  work.  During  his  young  man- 
hood he  began  farming,  and  he  was  also  for 
ten  or  twelve  years  engaged  in  operating  a 
threshing  machine.  Until  1914  he  was  actively 
occupied  with  farming,  but  since  then  he  has 
lived  adjoining  the  corporation  of  Jewett,  but 
still  holds  his  farm  of  102  acres  of  valuable 
land.  For  the  past  five  years  he  has  been  su- 
perintendent of  the  roads  of  Rumley  Township, 
and  also  does  much  work  for  the  county,  par- 
ticularly in  the  building  of  bridges.  He  has 
been  quite  important  politically  and  has  held 
the  offices  of  assessor  of  Rumley  Township,  and 
that  of  constable,  being  in  the  latter  for  twenty 
years. 

D.  W.  Kail  was  married  to  Amanda  Cogan, 
a daughter  of  Joseph  and  Lea  Cogan,  of  Perry 
Township,  Carroll  County,  Ohio.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Kail  became  the  parents  of  the  following  chil- 
dren: William,  who  is  deceased;  Bertha,  who 
married  John  A.  Shambaugh;  Jessie,  who  mar- 
ried 8.  M.  Shambaugh,  and  has  the  following 
children,  Wilma,  Harry,  Merrill  and  Arthur; 
Charles,  who  married  Maude  Pratt;  Asa,  who 
married  Effie  Heidy;  Grover,  who  married  a 
Miss  Wood;  and  Perry,  who  is  also  married. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Kail  are  members  of  the  United 
Brethren  Church  of  Rumley.  Having  spent  his 
life  in  Rumley  Township,  it  is  but  natural  that 
Mr.  Kail’s  interest  In  it  should  be  strong  or 
that  he  takes  a pride  in  the  work  he  has  been 


able  to  accomplish  in  its  behalf.  A friend  to 
good  roads,  he  has  done  much  to  bring  about 
the  improvement  of  those  under  his  supervision, 
and  has  plans  for  further  development  along 
the  lines  already  followed. 

Arthur  L.  Purviance  is  one  of  the  live  busi- 
ness men  of  Harrison  County,  who  is  engaged 
in  merchandising  at  Jewett,  and  the  policies 
he  is  pursuing  are  such  as  to  win  for  him  the 
confidence  of  his  community  and  the  respect  of 
his  competitors.  Mr.  Purviance  was  born  in 
Smithfleld  Township,  Jefferson  County,  Ohio, 
December  5,  1883,  a son  of  William  Purviance, 
and  a grandson  of  Nathan  Purviance,  a farmer 
of  Smithfleld  Township  during  the  earlier  days 
of  Jefferson  County. 

William  Purviance  was  born  in  Smithfleld 
Township,  Jefferson  County,  and  there  he  was 
married  to  Nancy  Polen,  born  at  East  Spring- 
field,  Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  a daughter  of 
Peter  and  Anna  Maria  (Graham)  Polen.  After 
being  engaged  in  farming  in  Smithfleld  Town- 
ship for  a time  William  Purviance  moved  to 
Salem  Township,  the  same  county,  and  is  still 
living  on  his  farm.  He  and  his  wife  became 
the  parents  of  the  following  children:  Arthur 

L. ,  Walter,  Edward,  Harry,  Frank,  Lucy,  Paul, 
Earl  and  Pearl.  The  family  are  all  members 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

The  maternal  great-grandfather  of  Arthur  L. 
Purviance,  William  Polen,  came  from  Virginia 
to  Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  in  1828.  His  wife 
bore  the  maiden  name  of  Elizabeth  Peg.  One 
of  their  sons,  Peter  Polen,  became  the  maternal 
grandfather  of  Arthur  L.  Purviance,  and  he 
was  bom  in  Virginia  March  28,  1822,  and  died 
January  21,  1901.  His  wife  was  born  November 
27,  1829,  and  died  May  5,  1911.  Prior  to  his 
marriage  Peter  Polen  began  farming  in  Salem 
Township,  Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  and  con- 
tinued his  farming  operations  in  that  township 
the  remainder  of  his  life.  Peter  Polen  and  his 
wife  had  the  following  children:  James  R., 
Mary,  Daniel,  Edgar  (who  died  at  the  age  of 
twenty-six  years),  William,  Lucinda,  George, 
Nancy  (mother  of  Arthur  L.  Purviance),  Ruth, 
Sarah  Rosetta  and  Rosie  (twins  who  died  at 
the  age  of  three  months),  Charles  and  Luther. 
Like  the  Purviance  family  the  Polens  all  be- 
longed to  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

Arthur  L.  Purviance  not  only  attended  the 
schools  of  his  district,  but  took  a commercial 
course  in  a business  college  at  Steubenville, 
Ohio.  In  1908  he  established  a general  store  at 
Jewett,  and  has  since  been  engaged  In  conduct- 
ing his  business,  expanding  with  each  year  in 
a normal  and  healthy  manner  as  a result  of 
his  good  management. 

In  1908  Mr.  Purviance  was  married  to  Grace 

M.  Johnson,  a daughter  of  J.  B.  Johnson,  and 
they  have  one  son,  William  J.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Purviance  belong  to  the  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Jewett  and  he  Is  on  its  official  board.  Mr. 
Purviance  is  a Mason  and  belongs  to  Sclo 
Lodge  A.  F.  & A.  M. 

George  S.  Shultz,  who  is  one  of  the  vital  and 
successful  representatives  of  farm  industry  in 
North  Township.  Harrison  County,  bears  the 
full  patronymic  of  his  grandfather,  George  S.

Shultz,  Sr.,  who  was  one  of  the  sterling  citizens 
and  honored  pioneer  settlers  of  this  county, 
where  he  continued  his  association  with  agri- 
cultural pursuits  until  his  death.  His  wife  was 
a member  of  the  well  known  Hoobler  family, 
which  likewise  has  pioneer  distinction  in  this 
part  of  the  Buckeye  State. 

He  whose  name  initiates  this  review  was 
born  at  New  Rumley  in  Rumley  Township,  Har- 
rison County,  October  28,  1871,  and  is  a son  of 
George  W.  and  Rosanna  (Lyle)  Shultz,  the  for- 
mer of  whom  was  born  in  German  Township 
and  the  latter  in  Rumley  Township,  this  county, 
a daughter  of  William  and  Jane  (Lewis)  Lyle. 
George  W.  Shultz  was  yet  a boy  when  he  in- 
itiated an  apprenticeship  to  the  trade  of  wagon- 
maker,  in  which  he  became  a skilled  workman, 
his  three  years1  apprenticeship  having  been 
served  in  Carroll  County.  Thereafter  he  en- 
gaged in  the  work  of  his  trade  at  New  Rumley, 
Harrison  County,  and  in  1862  he  left  his  wife 
and  their  three  children  to  tender  his  aid  in 
defense  of  the  Union.  He  thus  subordinated 
his  personal  Interests  to  the  call  of  patriotism, 
enlisting  in  the  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-sixth 
Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  with  which  he  served 
two  years  and  eleven  months,  or  until  the  close 
of  fhe  Civil  war.  He  participated  in  the  many 
engagements  in  which  his  gallant  command  was 
involved,  including  the  historic  battle  of  the 
Wilderness,  the  battle  of  Cold  Harbor  and  the 
siege  of  Petersburg.  After  having  thus  made 
a valiant  record  as  a loyal  soldier  Mr.  Shultz 
returned  home  and  resumed  the  work  of  his 
trade  at  New  Rumley.  Later  he  turned  his 
attention  to  the  carpenter’s  trade,  in  which  he 
long  controlled  a prosperous  business,  and  he 
continued  his  residence  at  New  Rumley  until 
his  death,  at  the  age  of  seventy-five  years,  his 
wife  having  passed  away  when  about  eighty- 
three  yeats  of  age  and  both  having  been  earn- 
est members  of  the  United  Brethren  Church, 
while  he  was  affiliated  with  the  Grand  Army  of 
the  Republic.  Arthur  L.,  the  eldest  of  the  chil- 
dren, married  Miss  Margaret  Donaldson,  and 
was  sixty  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  his  death; 
John  W.  married  Lydia  Slutz,  who  is  deceased, 
and  he  maintains  his  home  in  Canton,  Ohio; 
Mary  J.  died  when  about  fifty-nine  years  of 
age;  and  George  S.,  of  this  sketch,  is  the  young- 
est of  the  number. 

The  public  schools  of  New  Rumley  afforded 
George  S.  Shultz  his  early  educational  advan- 
tages, and  as  a youth  he  began  working  with 
his  father  at  the  carpenter’s  trade,  to  which,  as 
a competent  artisan,  he  continued  to  devote  his 
attention  until  1900,  when  he  became  a farmer 
in  Archer  Township.  His  wife  died  the  fol- 
lowing year,  and  he  then  removed  from  the 
farm  to  New  Rumley,  his  former  home,  and 
in  December,  1902,  he  contracted  a second  mar- 
riage. For  the  ensuing  four  years  he  was  en- 
gaged in  farm  enterprise  In  Stark  County,  and 
since  that  time  North  Township,  Harrison 
County,  has  been  the  stage  of  his  progressive 
activities  as  an  agriculturist  and  stock-raiser, 
his  present  farm,  which  he  purchased  in  1919, 
comprising  102  acres.  His  political  support  is 
given  to  the  republican  party,  and  he  and  his 


wife  hold  membership  in  the  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church. 

March  6,  1894,  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Shultz  to  Miss  Mary  Robinson,  daughter  of 
Frank  and  Mary  (Whittaker)  Robinson,  of 
Harrison  County,  and  she  passed  to  the  life 
eternal  in  1901.  She  is  survived  by  two  chil- 
dren : Emma  is  the  wife  of  Ira  Fife,  of  Archer 
Township,  and  they  have  three  children — Mary 
Frances  and  Kenneth  LeRoy ; Ruth  M.,  the 
youngest  daughter,  remains  at  the  paternal 
home.  On  the  26th  of  December,  1902,  Mr. 
Shultz  wedded  Miss  Susannah  Heavilin,  who 
was  born  and  reared  in  Harrison  County  and 
who  is  a daughter  of  Henry  and  Elizabeth 
Heavilin  and  a representative  of  an  honored 
Pioneer  family  of  the  county.  Mr.  and  Mra 
Shultz  have  three  children — Rosa  Elizabeth, 
Ralph  H.  and  Lona  Mildred.  Into  their  home 
was  taken  Melvin  J.  Shultz  when  he  was  a lad 
of  about  eleven  years,  after  the  death  of  his 
mother,  the  wife  of  John  W.  Shultz,  elder 
brother  of  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  Melvin  J. 
Shultz  was  born  December  6, 1896,  a son  of  John 
W.  and  Lydia  M.  (Slutz)  Shultz,  and  he  was 
reared  to  adult  age  in  the  home  of  his  uncle, 
George  S.  Shultz,  to  whom  this  review  is  dedi- 
cated. It  was  given  to  this  sterling  youth  to 
represent  his  native  county  and  the  Shultz  fam- 
ily in  the  nation’s  military  service  in  the  World 
war.  Entering  the  service  on  the  25th  of  July, 
1918,  he  was  assigned  to  Company  D,  Three 
Hundred  and  Thirty-sixth  Infantry,  at  Camp 
Sherman,  Ohio,  and  In  the  following  September 
he  accompanied  his  command  to  France.  There, 
at  Le  Mons,  he  was  transferred  to  Company  L, 
Three  Hundred  and  Sixty-first  Infantry,  Ninety- 
first  Division,  and  on  the  26th  of  September  he 
went  with  this  command  to  the  front,  in  the 
Argonne  offensive.  He  there  served  during 
thirteen  days  of  the  stupendous  war  activities 
in  this  sector,  and  then  accompanied  his  regi- 
ment into  Belgium,  where  he  entered  the  front 
line  on  the  30th  of  October.  He  was  there  In 
the  thick  of  the  fray  for  five  days,  and  on  the 
fifth  day,  November  3,  1918,  his  right  hand  was 
injured  by  shrapnel  from  a high-explosive  shell 
projected  by  the  enemy.  Thereafter  his  injury 
necessitated  his  confinement  in  hospital,  and 
after  having  been  in  several  different  hospitals 
in  Belgium  and  France  he  was  sent  to  the 
Thirty-third  Base  Hospital  at  Portsmouth,  Eng- 
land, where  he  remained  until  December  12, 
1918,  when  he  sailed  for  America.  He  arrived 
in  the  port  of  New  York  City  on  the  26th  of 
that  month,  and  after  having  remained  two 
weeks  on  «Staten  Island  he  was  transferred  to 
the  Walter  Reed  General  Hospital  in  the  City 
of  Washington,  where  he  remained  until  he  re- 
ceived his  honorable  discharge,  October  15,  1919. 
Hi 8 injury  has  resulted  in  the  permanent  disa- 
bility of  his  right  hand,  the  little  finger  being 
absent,  together  with  a considerable  part  of  the 
rest  of  the  hand.  Since  his  discharge  he  has 
been  living  in  the  City  of  Canton,  Stark  County. 

T.  Elmer  Grove  is  effectively  aiding  in  the 
maintaining  of  the  reputation  of  his  native 
county  as  a district  marked  by  well  improved 
and  well  managed  farms,  and  in  Cadiz  Town- 
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ship,  Harrison  County,  are  to  be  found  few 
more  attractive  and  valuable  farms  than  bis 
splendid  rural  estate  of  332  acres,  situated  about 
two  miles  from  Cadiz,  tbe  county  seat,  and 
known  as  tbe  old  homestead  of  tbe  late  Samuel 
Cochran. 

Mr.  Grove  was  bom  in  Cadiz  Township  on 
the  19th  of  January,  1862,  and  is  a son  of 
Thomas  and  Sarah  (Croskey)  Grove,  the  former 
of  whom  was  bom  in  York  County,  Pennsyl- 
vania, and  the  latter  in  Green  Township,  Har- 
rison County,  Ohio,  a daughter  of  William  and 
Mary  (Crabb)  Croskey,  who  were  sterling  pio- 
neers of  the  county  and  of  whom  more  specific 
mention  is  made  on  other  pages*  in  the  sketch 
of  John  Croskey.  Thomas  Grove  was  a son  of 
Francis  Grove,  who  likewise  was  a native  of 
York  County,  Pennsylvania,  as  was  also  his 
wife,  whose  family  name  was  Cross.  In  an 
early  day  they  came  from  the  old  Keystone 
State  to  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  and  established 
their  home  on  a pioneer  farm  in  Short  Creek 
Township,  where  they  passed  the  remainder  of 
their  lives.  As  a young  man  Thomas  Grove 
initiated  independent  activities  as  a farmer  In 
Cadiz  Township,  but  in  the  spring  of  1889  he 
sold  his  farm  and  removed  to  Jefferson  County, 
where  he  purchased  a farm  in  Smithfleld  Town- 
ship, this  place  having  continued  as  his  place 
of  residence  until  his  death,  In  the  autumn  of 
1899.  After  the  death  of  her  husband  Mrs. 
Grove  returned  to  Harrison  County  and  estab- 
lished her  home  at  Cadiz,  where  she  still  re- 
sides, as  one  of  the  venerable  pioneer  women 
of  the  county.  Of  their  children  the  eldest  Is 
William,  a farmer  in  Smithfleld  Township,  Jef- 
ferson County;  Nettie  is  the  wife  of  William 
Thompson,  another  of  the  prosperous  farmers 
of  that  township;  T.  Elmer,  of  this  sketch,  was 
the  next  in  order  of  birth;  Dr.  Augustus  C.,  a 
representative  physician  and  surgeon  of  Harri- 
son County,  is  engaged  in  practice  in  the  Village 
of  Jewett;  Emma  is  the  wife  of  Harry  Livins- 
ston,  of  Cadiz;  Carrie  is  the  wife  of  Joseph 
Aiken  and  they  reside  at  Jewett;  Lois  is  a 
teacher  in  the  public  schools  at  Warren,  Trum- 
bull County. 

The  district  schools  of  Cadiz  Township  gave 
to  T.  Elmer  Grove  his  early  educational  dis- 
cipline, and  he  continued  to  be  associated  with 
the  work  of  his  father’s  form  until  the  time  of 
his  marriage.  He  was  twenty-six  years  of  age 
at  the  time  of  the  family  removal  to  Jefferson 
County.  His  marriage  occurred  in  1898,  and  he 
then  rented  a farm  in  Smithfleld  Township,  that 
county,  but  in  the  following  year,  after  the 
death  of  his  father,  he  purchased  the  latter’s 
farm  in  that  township,  where  he  continued  his 
successful  activities  until  1901,  when  he  sold 
the  property  and  purchased  a farm  in  Short 
Creek  Township,  Harrison  County.  He  re- 
mained on  this  place  of  140  acres  for  a period 
of  eight  years  and  then,  ever  alive  to  advance- 
ment in  his  chosen  vocation,  he  sold  this  farm 
and  bought  the  William  Work  farm  in  Cadiz 
Township,  a property  which  he  sold  about  one 
year  later.  He  then,  in  1910,  made  another  pro- 
gressive move,  by  purchasing  the  old  homestead 
of  Samuel  Cochran  in  Cadiz  Township,  and  to 
the  original  tract  of  316  acres  he  has  since 


added  until  he  now  has  a splendid  farm  prop- 
erty of  332  acres,  devoted  to  diversified  agri- 
culture and  the  raising  of  excellent  grades  of 
sheep  and  cattle.  Vigor  and  good  management 
mark  Mr.  Grove  as  one  of  the  most  progressive 
exponents  of  farm  Industry  in  his  native  county, 
and  his  success  has  been  cumulative  since  he 
initiated  his  independent  activities  in  this  all- 
important  field  of  industrial  enterprise.  He  has 
had  no  desire  to  enter  the  arena  of  political 
activity,  but  is  a staunch  supporter  of  the  cause 
of  the  republican  party. 

In  February,  1898,  was  solemnized  the  mar- 
riage of  Mr.  Grove  to  Miss  Mary  V.  Rife,  who 
was  born  In  Tuscarawas  County  and  reared  in 
Harrison  County.  They  have  four  children — 
Catherine,  Donald,  Paul  and  Sarah.  Mrs.  Grove 
is  a daughter  of  George  and  Rebecca  (Court- 
right)  Rife.  Her  father  served  as  bugler  In 
Company  H,  One  Hundred  and  Seventieth  Ohio 
Volunteer  Infantry  in  the  Civil  war,  and  there- 
after followed  his  trade  in  the  operation  of  the 
leading  flour  mill  at  Dennison,  Tuscarawas 
County,  until  the  time  of  his  death.  Of  his 
two  children  Mary  Virginia,  wife  of  Mr.  Grove 
of  this  review,  Is  the  younger,  and  Caroline 
was  the  wife  of  Patterson  Guthrie,  of  Tus- 
carawas County.  She  died  18  years  ago. 

Charles  A.  Bower.  Bowerston  stands  as  a 
memorial  to  the  perseverance,  industry  and 
thrift  of  members  of  the  Bower  family,  which 
was  founded  in  Harrison  County  in  1806  by 
Barnhart  Bower,  the  great-grandfather  of 
Charles  A.  Bower,  postmaster  of  Bowerston, 
and  the  immediate  cause  for  the  writing  of 
this  article.  Barnhart  Bower,  the  sturdy  pio- 
neer, came  from  Washington  County,  Maryland, 
bringing  his  family  with  him,  it  then  including 
his  wife,  Mary,  and  several  children,  and  after 
he  reached  Jewett  he  found  the  wilderness  so 
dense  he  was  forced  to  blaze  their  way  through. 
A miller  by  trade,  he  was  looking  for  a suitable 
site  for  a mill,  and  found  what  he  wanted  on 
the  site  now  occupied  by  Bowerston,  and  from 
then  on  his  family  has  been  very  prominently 
connected  with  the  affairs  of  this  locality.  He 
had  six  children,  and  among  whom  were  David, 
Henry,  Jacob  and  Catherine. 

David  Bower,  grandfather  of  Charles  A. 
Bower,  was  born  in  Washington  County,  Mary- 
land, and  reared  in  Monroe  Township.  As  he 
was  growing  up  he  frequently  played  with  In- 
dian children  belonging  to  friendly  tribes,  and 
found  them  much  the  same  as  white  ones.  In 
1866  he  was  one  of  the  men  who  laid  out  the 
village  of  Bowerston,  and  he  was  engaged  in 
farming  and  milling  all  of  his  life,  owning  a 
large  amount  of  land  and  being  a man  of  im- 
portance. For  a number  of  years  he  served  as 
a justice  of  the  peace.  He  married  Elizabeth 
Swinehart,  and  they  had  the  following  chil- 
dren: Jeremiah,  Izlah,  Ezekiel,  Obediah,  Will- 
iam, John  A.,  David  T.,  Mary  A.,  Caroline  and 
Margaret. 

Ezekiel  Bower,  father  of  Charles  A.  Bower, 
was  born  at  Bowerston  August  18,  1835,  and 
died  March  27,  1907.  He  was  a painter  and 
carpenter  by  trade,  and  lived  practically  all  of 
his  life  in  and  about  Bowerston.  In  1860  Eze- 
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klel  Bower  was  married  to  Sarah  E.  Jones, 
born  at  Westchester,  Ohio,  a daughter  of  Sam- 
uel and  Sydney  (Mossgrove)  Jones,  and  they 
became  the  parents  of  the  following  children : 
Charles  A.,  who  was  the  eldest;  Frank  H.,  who 
died  July  26,  1907 ; Edwin  H.,  who  lives  at 
Dennison,  Ohio;  James  A.,  who  was  fourth  in 
order  of  birth;  George  T.,  who  lives  at  Den- 
nison, Ohio;  Wilbur  LeRoy,  who  lives  at  To- 
ledo, Ohio;  and  Olive  Blanch,  who  lives  with 
her  brother  Charles  A.,  is  assistant  postmistress. 

Charles  A.  Bower  attended  the  district  schools 
of  Monroe  Township  and  the  Heller  School.  He 
learned  the  trade  of  a painter,  and  also  that  of 
a carpenter  under  his  father,  but  later  worked 
at  railroading  and  was  In  several  railroad  shops. 
In  1901  he  began  clerking  in  a general  mercan- 
tile establishment,  and  continued  in  that  line 
of  endeavor  until  January  2,  1919,  when  he  left 
in  order  to  prepare  himself  for  the  duties  of 
postmaster  of  Bowerston  which  he  assumed  on 
January  21  of  that  year,  although  he  was  only 
acting  postmaster  until  August  5,  when  he  re- 
ceived his  appointment  from  President  Wilson. 
Mr.  Bower  is  a member  of  the  Knights  of  Pyth- 
ias and  the  Maccabees,  both  of  Bowerston.  He 
has  always  taken  a very  active  part  in  the  work 
of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  of  Bowers- 
ton, of  which  he  has  been  a member  of  its 
council  for  several  years.  For  twelve  years  he 
ha 8 been  superintendent  of  the  Sunday  School, 
and  he  is  leader  of  the  choir.  Both  as  a man 
and  public  official  Mr.  Bower  is  worthy  of  all 
commendation,  and  is  living  up  to  the  high 
standards  of  his  forebears. 

John  Busby.  Harrison  County  has  some  of 
the  most  progressive  farmers  of  this  part  of 
Ohio,  men  who  have  not  been  slow  in  inaugu- 
rating Improvements  on  their  properties,  and 
are  proud  of  the  fact  that  they  have  taken  ad- 
vantage of  modern  inventions  so  as  to  increase 
their  capacity  and  decrease  the  cost  of  pro- 
duction. One  of  these  modern  agriculturalists 
Is  John  Busby  of  Archer  Township,  whose  fam- 
ily is  a well  known  one  in  this  vicinity.  He  was 
bom  on  his  present  farm  on  January  7,  1860, 
a son  of  Martin  Van  Buren  Busby,  who  was 
also  bom  on  the  old  Busby  farm  on  February 
5,  1834.  His  wife,  Malinda  Healea,  was  born 
in  Cadiz  Township  in  1836. 

The  paternal  grandfather  was  Abraham 
Busby,  who  was  born  in  Baltimore  County, 
Maryland.  He  was  married  to  Deborah  Kemp, 
also  born  in  Maryland,  and  following  their  mar- 
riage they  came  with  a horse  and  wagon  to 
Harrison  County,  Ohio,  locating  in  Archer  Town- 
ship, where  he  entered  160  acres  of  land  from 
the  Government,  and  this  is  the  farm  that  is 
now  owned  by  his  grandson,  John  Busby.  Here 
he  rounded  out  his  useful  life,  dying  respected 
by  all  who  knew  him.  The  children  bom  to 
him  and  his  wife  were  as  follows:  Joshua, 

Sheridan,  John,  Benjamin,  Abraham,  Shadwick, 
Martin  V.,  Elizabeth,  Amanda  and  Deborah. 

The  maternal  grandfather,  Edward  Healea, 
was  one  of  the  early  farmers  of  Cadiz  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County,  and  here  his  daughter. 
Mrs.  Busby,  was  bora.  He  and  his  wife,  who 
bore  the  maiden  name  of  Sarah  Busby,  had  the 


following  children:  Thomas,  Samuel,  Joseph, 

Edward,  George,  John,  Rachel,  lAnna,  Jane, 
Sarah  and  Malinda.  Both  the  Healea  and  Busby 
families  were  members  of  the  Methodist  Church. 

Martin  V.  Busby  spent  all  of  his  life  upon  the 
farm  where  he  was  bom,  but  lived  in  a differ- 
ent house.  He  became  the  owner  of  245  acres 
of  land,  and  was  one  of  the  well-known  men  of 
his  community,  in  which  he  was  always  es- 
teemed. He  and  his  wife  became  the  parents 
of  the  following  children : Edward.  John, 

George  A.,  Sarah,  Abraham  M.,  Clara  J.  (who 
married  Noah  Ballehugh,  is  deceased),  Jessie 
(who  married  Daniel  Tucker),  Abbie,  Emmett 
Thompson,  Mary  (who  became  the  second  wife 
of  Noah  Gallehugh),  Joseph  (who  died  at  the 
age  of  nineteen  years),  Mattie  (who  married 
J.  A.  Stewart),  Clark  and  Clyde. 

Growing  up  in  a neighborhood  and  at  a time 
when  children  were  taught  to  make  themselves 
useful  and  were  early  trained  in  habits  of  help- 
fulness and  thrift,  John  Busby  was  no  exception 
to  the  rale.  While  he  was  learning  the  funda- 
mentals of  a public  school  education  in  his  home 
district  he  was  also  engaged  in  assisting  his 
father  in  the  operation  of  the  homestead,  and 
in  the  course  of  time  through  inheritance  and 
purchase  has  become  its  owner,  the  farm  now 
comprising  eighty  acres,  on  which  he  is  rais- 
ing diversified  crops  and  stock. 

In  1888  Mr.  Busby  was  united  in  marriage 
with  Maggie  E.  Creagh,  a daughter  of  William 
and  Hannah  (Webb)  Creagh.  Mrs.  Busby  died 
in  1890,  leaving  one  daughter,  Abbie,  who  mar- 
ried Pearl  Stewart.  Both  by  Inheritance  and 
conviction  Mr.  Busby  is  a Methodist,  and  he 
maintains  membership  with  the  church  of  that 
faith  at  Jewett.  For  five  years  he  served  his 
township  as  assessor,  and  was  elected  a trustee 
of  Archer  Township,  assuming  the  duties  of 
that  office  on  January  1,  1920.  Archer  Town- 
ship is  fortunate  In  having  Mr.  Busby  as  one 
of  its  official  representatives,  for  he  is  a man 
who  fully  recognizes  the  importance  of  agricul- 
ture, and  the  fact  that  in  both  peace  and  war 
the  lives,  liberty  and  well  being  of  the  world 
depend  upon  the  production  of  a proper  amount 
of  foodstuffs,  and  he  is  anxious  not  only  to 
maintain  old  standards,  but  to  increase  the  pro- 
duction from  each  acre,  encourage  the  young 
people  to  remain  in  the  rural  districts,  and  to 
give  to  his  section  all  necessary  improvements, 
especially  those  bringing  about  good  roads. 

John  W.  Osbubn.  Much  data  of  marked  in- 
terest as  touching  the  history  of  Harrison 
County  to  be  recorded  in  connection  with  the 
career  of  this  representative  farmer  and  hon- 
ored citizen  of  Cadiz  Township.  He  is  a native 
son  of  this  county  and  a scion  of  one  of  its 
sterling  pioneer  families,  and  it  was  given  him 
to  go  forth  from  this  county  as  a gallant  young 
soldier  of  the  Union  in  the  Civil  war,  and  his 
loyalty  in  civic  life  has  always  been  on  a parity 
with  that  which  he  thus  manifested  in  his  serv- 
ice in  the  great  conflict  which  perpetuated  the 
nation’s  integrity. 

Mr.  Osburn  was  bom  ip  Archer  Township, 
Harrison  County,  October  3,  1840,  and  is  a son 
of  Samuel  and  Elizabeth  (Welch)  Osburn,  both 
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natives  of  Pennsylvania,  the  former  having  been 
born  in  Wesmoreland  County  April  4,  1813,  and 
the  latter  in  Lancaster  County  August  26,  1816. 
Samuel  Osbura  was  a son  of  Alexander  and 
Mary  (Barnes)  Osburn,  whose  marriage  was 
solemnized  in  Pennsylvania,  May  10,  1808,  and 
who  became  the  parents  of  seven  children: 
William,  Susanna,  Samuel,  John,  Jane,  Martha 
(died  in  early  childhood)  and  Mary.  After  the 
death  of  his  first  wife  Alexander  Osburn  mar- 
ried Martha  Rankin,  of  Washington  County, 
Pennsylvania,  and  two  children  were  born  of 
this  union,  James  D.  and  Rebecca. 

Alexander  Osburn  was  born  In  Westmoreland 
County,  Pennsylvania,  May  14,  1785,  and  was 
a son  of  Samuel  and  Susanna  (Garven)  Osburn, 
whose  marriage  was  solemnized  in  County 
Derry,  Ireland,  Samuel  Osburn  was  born  either 
in  Scotland  or  Ireland  and  was  a representative 
of  one  of  the  sterling  old  Scotch  families  that 
left  their  native  land  to  escape  the  indignities 
showered  upon  those  of  the  Seceder  religious 
faith  and  who  found  refuge  in  the  north  of  Ire- 
land, which  has  continued  a Presbyterian 
stronghold  through  the  long  intervening  years, 
the  Osburns  having  been  rigid  Presbyterians  at 
the  time  of  the  memorable  and  historic  exodus 
of  those  of  this  faith  from  Scotland  into  the 
northern  part  of  Ireland.  Samuel  Osburn  im- 
migrated from  Ireland  to  America  about  1770, 
and  established  his  residence  in  Westmoreland 
County,  Pennsylvania.  He  served  as  a soldier 
in  an  infantry  regiment  in  the  War  of  the  Revo- 
lution, and  also  assisted  in  driving  the  hostile 
Indians  out  of  the  western  part  of  the  Keystone 
State.  He  and  his  wife  were  zealous  members 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church  and  continued  their 
residence  in  Westmoreland  County,  Pennsyl- 
vania, until  their  deaths.  Their  children  were 
the  following:  Archibald  (born  in  Ireland), 

Elizabeth,  John  (killed  by  accident  when  a 
young  man),  Martha,  Jane,  Matthey,  Alexan- 
der and  Mary. 

Early  in  the  year  1816  Alexander  Osburn 
came  with  his  family  from  Pennsylvania  and 
numbered  himself  among  the  early  settlers  in 
what  is  now  Harrison  County,  Ohio.  He  had 
previously  acquired  a tract  of  wild  and  heavily 
timbered  land  in  the  present  Athens  Township, 
and  on  the  same  he  had  erected  a long  cabin,  so 
that  a modest  home  was  ready  for  his  family 
upon  their  arrival  in  what  was  little  more  than 
a wilderness.  On  this  pioneer  farm  the  devoted 
wife  and  mother  died  January  5,  1824,  aged 
forty-three  years,  and  in  1828  he  removed  from 
this  original  homestead  of  160  acres  to  the  land 
which  he  then  purchased  in  Archer  Township, 
where  he  passed  the  remainder  of  his  life  and 
where  he  died  at  the  venerable  age  of  eighty- 
two  years,  his  second  wife  having  passed  away 
December  26,  1848.  Mr.  Osburn  was  a man  of 
marked  vigor  and  progressiveness  in  his  day 
and  generation  and  did  much  to  further  the  de- 
velopment of  agricultural  and  live-stock  indus- 
try in  Harrison  County,  where  it  is  believed 
he  was  the  first  to  introduce  fine  wool  sheep 
into  Archer  Township.  He  enlisted  for  service 
in  the  War  of  1812,  but  the  conflict  came  to  a 
dose  soon  afterward.  He  was  a staunch  whig 
I politics,  and  he  and  his  family  were  most 


zealous  members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  In 
which  he  served  as  ruling  elder  and  in  which 
he  represented  the  Steubenville  Presbytery  at 
the  General  Assembly  of  the  church  in  the  year 
1846. 

Samuel  Osburn  was  about  three  years  old  at 
the  time  of  the  family  arrival  in  Harrison 
County,  where  he  was  reared  under  the  condi- 
tions of  the  pioneer  epoch.  He  received  the 
advantages  of  the  schools  of  the  locality  and 
period  and  remained  on  the  old  homestead  farm 
of  his  father  in  Archer  Township  until  1906, 
when  he  and  his  devoted  wife  removed  to  Cadiz, 
the  county  seat,  where  both  died  in  the  year 
1908,  after  a wedded  companionship  of  seventy- 
two  and  one-half  years.  The  fine  old  homestead 
farm  of  172  acres  was  made  by  him  one  of  the 
most  attractive  and  valuable  in  Archer  Town- 
ship, and  he  was  an  honored  leader  in  com- 
munity sentiment  and  action.  He  was  originally 
an  ardent  whig,  but  united  with  the  republican 
party  at  the  time  of  its  organization  and  ever 
afterward  continued  a staunch  supporter  of  ft» 
cause,  the  while  he  was  specially  active  in  sup- 
port of  the  Government  during  the  period  of 
the  Civil  war.  Mr.  Osburn  was  one  of  the  lead- 
ing members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  Har- 
rison County  and  served  many  years  as  ruling: 
elder,  besides  which  he  thrice  represented  the 
Steubenville  Presbytery  in  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  church,  his  wife  likewise  having  been 
a devoted  member.  It  is  worthy  of  special 
record  that  Mr.  Osburn  had  the  exceptional  dis- 
tinction of  serving  simultaneously  as  elder,  dea- 
con, trustee  and  Sunday  School  superintendent 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  Archer  Township, 
besides  serving  at  the  same  time  as  leader  of 
the  singing  at  the  church  services.  He  and  bis 
wife  were  venerable  and  revered  pioneer  citizens 
of  the  county  at  the  time  when  they  passed 
from  the  stage  of  their  mortal  endeavors.  Mrs. 
Osburn  was  born  in  Lancaster  County,  Pennsyl- 
vania, a daughter  of  John  and  Jane  (McClel- 
lan) Welch,  her  father  having  been  a native 
of  Ireland  and  having  come  to  America  with  his 
parents  when  he  was  a youth.  John  Welch 
came  with  his  family  to  Harrison  County,  Ohio, 
about  the  year  1822,  and  settled  In  Archer  Town- 
ship, where  he  obtained  160  acres  of  Government 
land  and  where  he  remained  until  a few  years 
prior  to  his  death,  when  he  rented  the  farm  to 
one  of  his  sons  and  moved  to  another  farm  in 
Stock  Township,  where  he  passed  the  remainder 
of  his  life,  as  did  also  his  wife,  both  having 
been  active  members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 
They  became  the  parents  of  ten  children:  Mary, 
Elizabeth,  Anna,  Samuel,  John,  Matthew,  Jane, 
James,  David  and  William.  All  of  the  children 
are  now  deceased  with  the  exception  of  William, 
who  resides  at  New  Philadelphia,  Tuscarawas 
County.  Samuel  and  Elizabeth  (Welch)  Os- 
burn became  the  parents  of  six  children:  Alex- 
ander died  July  24,  1875,  at  the  age  of  thirty- 
four  years,  the  maiden  name  of  his  wife  having 
been  Sarah  Hedges;  John  W.,  immediate  sub- 
ject of  this  sketch,  was  the  next  in  order  of 
birth ; Jane  is  the  wife  of  Morrison  Moorehead, 
of  Green  Township;  Martha  is  the  wife  of  Gran- 
ville Dickerson,  of  Nodaway  County,  Missouri; 
Amanda  is  the  wife  of  Lyons  A.  Welch,  of 
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Archer  Township,' Harrison  County;  and  Mat- 
they  Beatty  remains  on  his  father’s  old  home 
farm  in  Archer  Township. 

John  W.  Osburn  gained  his  early  education 
in  the  schools  of  Archer  Township,  and  con- 
tinued to  be  associated  with  the  activities  of 
the  home  farm  until  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil 
war,  when  his  youthful  patriotism  soon  found 
ways  and  means  to  manifest  itself.  On  the  9th 
of  August,  1862,  he  enlisted  as  a private  in  Com- 
pany F,  Ninety-eighth  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry, 
but  in  1863  was  discharged  for  physical  disabil- 
ity. After  recuperating  his  health  he  responded 
to  the  call  for  volunteers  by  enlisting,  in  May, 
1864,  in  Company  K,  One  Hundred  and  Seven- 
tieth Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  in  which  he  was 
made  sergeant  of  his  company  and  with  which 
he  took  part  in  two  battles  and  several  skir- 
mishes. He  was  discharged  September  10, 
1864,  and  mustered  out  at  the  expiration  of 
his  term  of  service.  After  the  close  of  his  mili- 
tary service  Mr*  Osburn  remained  on  the  old 
home  farm  of  his  father  until  1874,  when  he 
purchased  and  removed  to  his  present  farm  of 
126  acres  in  Cadiz  Township,  one  and  one-half 
miles  southwest  of  the  county  seat.  As  an 
agriculturist  and  stock-grower  Mr.  Osbum’s 
success  has  been  based  on  long  experience  and 
upon  vigorous  and  progressive  policies,  with 
rthe  result  that  he  has  long  been  known  as  one 
•of  the  representative  exponents  of  farm  indus- 
try in  his  native  county.  He  is  a staunch  re- 
publican in  politics,  is  affiliated  with  the  Grand 
.Army  of  the  Republic,  and  he  and  his  wife  and 
tthrftar  eider  daughter  are  active  members  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  city  of  Cadiz. 

In  1871  was  solemnized  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Osburn  to  Miss  Lyra  Belle  Thompson,  who  was 
bom  in  Green  Township,  Harrison  County,  a 
daughter  of  Samuel  and  Sarah  Jane  (Moore- 
head)  Thompson,  and  of  this  union  have  been 
bom  two  children,  Elizabeth  Gertrude  and  Sarah 
Alice.  The  elder  daughter  remains  at  the  pa- 
rental home  and  is  popular  in  the  social  life 
of  the  community,  and  Sarah  Alice  is  the  wife 
of  Oliver  H.  Dickerson,  of  Duluth,  Minnesota, 
where  both  hold  membership  in  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church.  Their  three  children  are 
sons— John  Osburn,  Joseph  Holmes  and  Samuel. 

Jane  (McClellan)  Welch,  maternal  grand- 
mother of  Mr.  Osburn,  was  a daughter  of  Sam- 
uel and  Elizabeth  (Oliver)  McClellan,  who  were 
living  in  the  vicinity  of  Philadelphia,  Pennsyl- 
vania, at  the  time  of  the  Revolutionary  war,  in 
which  conflict  he  served  as  first  lieutenant  in 
the  cavalry,  then  known  as  the  “flying  camp.” 
He  was  taken  prisoner  at  the  surrender  of  Fort 
Washington  and  was  confined  on  Long  Island, 
New  York.  He  managed  to  escape,  but  was  re- 
captured and  was  held  as  a prisoner  of  war  un- 
til his  exchange  was  effected. 

Mii/ton  B.  Ross  is  a representative  of  the 
fourth  generation  of  the  Ross  family  in  Har- 
rison County  and  is  one  of  the  substantial  farm- 
ers and  influential  citizens  of  Cadiz  Township. 
His  great-grandfather,  John  Ross,  settled  in  the 
county  about  the  year  1816,  having  here  bought 
land  in  the  midst  of  the  virgin  forest.  John 
Ross  was  born  in  Scotland,  and  was  a young 


man  when  he  came  to  America  and  established 
his  residence  in  Lancaster  County  Pennsylvania, 
where  was  solemnized  his  marriage  to  Miss 
Charlotte  Hatcher.  As  above  indicated,  they 
came  to  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  in  the  early 
years  of  the  nineteenth  century,  where  he  con- 
tinued to  reside  until  his  death,  at  the  age  of 
eighty- three  years.  His  widow  passed  the  clos- 
ing years  of  her  life  in  the  home  of  one  of 
their  sons  in  Morgan  County,  Ohio.  Their  chil- 
dren were  Adam,  William,  John,  James,  Hannah, 
(married  Wilson  Shannon,  governor  of  Ohio), 
Eve,  Polly  and  Susannah.  The  last  named,  the 
widow  of  Miles  Tipton,  was  the  last  to  survive, 
her  death  having  occurred  August  31,  1889,  at 
which  time  she  was  ninety-two  years  of  age. 

Adam  Ross  was  bora  in  Pennsylvania,  as  was 
also  his  wife,  whose  maiden  name  was  Susan- 
nah Row.  As  a young  man  Adam  Ross  learned 
the  blacksmith’s  trade,  which  he  continued  to 
follow  in  the  old  Keystone  State  until  1804, 
when  he  came  to  Ohio  and  settled  in  Harrison 
County.  He  applied  himself  vigorously  at  his 
forge  until  he  went  to  the  front  as  a soldier  in 
the  War  of  1812.  While  in  service  he  was 
stricken  with  fever  and  died  In  the  regimental 
camp  at  Fort  Stephenson,  Sandusky,  Ohio.  His 
widow  remained  with  her  children  on  the  pio- 
neer farm  in  Harrison  County  until  her  death 
in  1848,  at  the  age  of  seventy  years.  Their  chil- 
dren were  six  in  number : John,  Adam  and 
George  (twins),  Caleb,  and  Joseph  and  Aaron 
(twins). 

Aaron  Ross,  father  of  him  whose  name  Intro- 
duces this  review,  was  born  in  Cadiz  Township, 
Harrison  County,  July  3,  1811,  and  there  passed 
his  entire  life.  He  was  one  of  the  leading  ex- 
ponents of  farm  industry  in  this  township  and 
was  the  owner  of  a valuable  landed  estate  of 
about  300  acres  at  the  time  of  his  death,  when 
venerable  in  years,  he  having  been  one  of  the 
last  survivors  of  the  native  sons  of  his  genera- 
tion in  Harrison  County.  He  contributed  much 
to  the  civic  and  material  development  and  prog- 
ress of  his  township  and  was  a man  of  fine  men- 
tality and  high  ideals.  Both  he  and  his  wife 
passed  their  declining  years  on  their  old  home- 
stead, about  four  miles  distant  from  Cadiz.  On 
the  16th  of  June,  1853,  Mr.  Ross  was  united  In 
marriage  with  Miss  Nancy  Harper,  who  was 
born  and  reared  in  Archer  Township,  this 
county,  a daughter  of  Samuel  and  Casandra 
(Cox)  Harper,  who  were  natives  of  Scotland 
and  who  were  venerable  residents  of  Harrison 
County  at  the  time  of  their  deaths.  Mr.  Harper 
reclaimed  one  of  the  excellent  farms  of  the 
county,  where  he  died  in  1897,  his  wife  hav- 
ing died  in  Cadiz.  They  were  members  of  the 
Seeeder  Church.  They  became  the  parents  of 
nine  children,  all  now  deceased:  James,  Chris- 
topher, Samuel,  Jared,  Thompson,  Nancy,  Eme- 
line  and  Angeline  (twins),  and  Mary  Ann. 
Aaron  and  Nancy  Ross  became  the  parents  of 
three  children:  Milton  B.,  the  immediate  sub- 
ject of  this  sketch;  Dr.  Franklin  Harper  Ross, 
who  became  a successful  physician  and  surgeon 
in  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  New  York;  and  Susan 
Elmaretta,  who  became  the  wife  of  William  P. 
Hedges,  of  Cadiz  Township,  and  she  is  now 
deceased. 
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Reverting  to  John  Robs,  great-grandfather  of 
Milton  B.,  it  may  be  noted  that  as  a youth  he 
vent  from  Scotland  and  entered  upon  an  ap- 
ppc ■tksMfaip  to  the  trade  of  linen  weaver  in 
the  city  of  Dublin,  Ireland.  He  found  the  vo- 
cation not  to  his  liking,  and  came  to  America 
and  established  his  residence  in  Lancaster 
County,  Pennsylvania,  whence  he  went  forth  to 
serve  with  the  patriot  forces  in  the  War  of  the 
Revolution,  he  having  been  ensign,  lieutenant 
and  quartermaster  at  Valley  Forge.  His  son 
Adam  was  born  in  York  County,  Pennsylvania, 
and  there  was  married  to  Miss  Susannah  Row, 
a native  of  that  county.  They  established  their 
home  in  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  in  1806,  and 
he  died  only  thirty  days  after  having  entered 
service  us  a soldier  in  the  War  of  1812.  His 
brother  was  with  him  when  he  died  and  split 
out  puncheons  with  which  to  construct  the  rude 
coffin  in  which  the  patriot  soldier  was  laid  to 
rest  at  Fort  Stephenson. 

Aaron  Ross  was  a stalwart  advocate  of  the 
principles  of  the  democratic  party  and  cast  his 
first  presidential  vote  in  support  of  General 
Andrew  Jackson.  He  was  twice  the  democratic 
nominee  for  the  office  of  director  of  the  county 
infirmary,  but  was  unable  to  overcome  the  large 
republican  majorities  normal  to  the  county.  His 
wife  was  an  earnest  member  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church. 

Milton  B.  Ross  was  bom  in  Cadiz  Township, 
July  3,  1854,  and  here  received  his  early  edu- 
cation in  the  district  schools.  He  remained  on 
the  old  farm  until  he  bought  his  present  farm 
of  143  acres,  the  place  being  well  improved  and 
yielding  good  returns,  as  he  has  been  essentially 
energetic  and  progressive  in  his  activities  as  an 
agriculturist  and  stock-grower  and  is  one  of  the 
representative  exponents  of  farm  industry  in 
his  native  township.  He  is  unflagging  in  his 
allegiance  to  the  democratic  party  and  both  he 
and  his  wife  hold  membership  in  Asbury  Chapel, 
Methodist  Episcopal. 

On  the  2d  of  May,  1877,  Mr.  Ross  was  united 
in  marriage  to  Miss  Anna  J.  Lavely,  who  like- 
wise was  bom  in  Harrison  County,  and  was 
reared  in  Franklin  County,  Ohio.  Her  parents, 
Nathan  J.  and  Mary  (Patterson)  Laveley,  later 
became  pioneer  settlers  in  Kansas.  Nathan  died 
In  Harrison  County,  while  his  wife  died  in 
Chicago.  Mr.  and  Mrs.*  Ross  became  the  parents 
of  four  children,  of  who  the  youngest,  Edith 
C.,  died  at  the  age  of  three  years.  Josephine 
K.  is  the  wife  of  William  W.  Armstrong,  and 
they  have  one  child,  Anna  Virginia,  the  family 
home  being  in  Cadiz  Township.  Charles  Frank- 
lin is  married  and  resides  in  Great  Falls,  Mon- 
tana. Aaron  Clark  died  at  the  age  of  nineteen 
years. 

Mr.  Ross  has  in  his  possession  a brass  bullet 
and  button  mold,  combined,  which  was  owned 
by  Adam  Ross,  the  grandfather,  and  which  bears 
the  date  of  1719. 

Charles  M.  Mitzel  has  been  a resident  of 
Carroll  County  since  his  boyhood  and  since  1904 
he  has  held  the  position  of  engineer  at  the  large 
and  modern  plant  of  the  Carrollton  Pottery 
Company  at  the  judicial  center  of  the  county. 


Charles  Milton  Mitzel  was  bora  in  Stark 
County,  Ohio,  October  31,  1876,  and  ii  a fin  1 
of  William  G.  and  Amanda  (Rortner)  Mltnd, 
both  of  whom  were  bora  in  the  state  of  Penn- 
sylvania, where  they  were  reared  and  educated 
and  where  their  marriage  was  solemnized.  The 
father  was  a miller  by  trade  and  vocation,  and 
after  following  his  trade  in  Stark  County,  Ohio, 
for  a term  of  years  he  finally  came  to  Carroll 
County,  in  the  year  1890,  and  became  operator 
of  the  flour  mill  at  Augusta,  where  he  remained, 
a representative  business  man  and  honored  citi- 
zen, until  his  death  in  1914,  at  the  venerable 
age  of  seventy-eight  years,  his  wife  having  died 
in  1886,  at  the  age  of  forty-five  years.  They 
are  survived  by  eight  children:  Howard,  Albert 
E.,  A.  E.,  Sadie,  Charles  M.,  Frank  L.,  Minnie 
and  Wesley.  The  father  was  a communicant  of 
the  Reformed  Church  and  the  mother  held  mem- 
bership in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. ' 

In  the  public  schools  of  his  native  cotmty 
Charles  M.  Mitzel  acquired  his  early  educatibnal 
discipline,  and  he  was  fifteen  years  of  age  at 
the  time  of  the  family  removal  to  Augusta,  Car- 
roll  County,  where  he  continued  to  attend  school 
and  where  also  he  became  actively  associated 
with  the  work  in  his  father’s  mill,  with  which 
he  continued  his  service  about  ten  years.  He 
then  turned  his  attention  to  the  operating  of 
steam  engines,  and  as  a skilled  engineer  he  has 
been  continuously  employed  at  Carrollton  since 
November,  1904,  his  position  paving  been  con- 
tinuously that  of  engineer  at  the  plant  of  the 
Carrollton  Pottery  Company,  one  of  the  leading 
industrial  concerns  of  this  section  of  the  state. 

In  politics  Mr.  Mitzel  has  voted  In  harmony 
with  hie  earnest  convictions  and  has  been  a 
staunch  advocate  and  supporter  of  the  cause  of 
the  prohibition  party.  He  has  been  an  active 
member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  at 
Carrollton  since  January  16,  1905,  and  his  wife 
is  a zealous  member. 

November  27,  1898,  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Mitzel  to  Miss  Carrie  Kelley,  who  was 
bora  and  reared  in  Carroll  County,  and  they 
have  six  children:  Esther,  Mary,  Ruth,  James, 
Paul  and  Charles  J. 

Albert  O.  Barnes.  As  a school  teacher  and 
as  an  attorney  Albert  O.  Barnes,  of  Cadiz,  has 
been  identified  with  the  history  of  Harrison 
County  for  over  sixty  years,  and  Is  now  one  of 
the  best  known  and  highly  respected  men  in  this 
section  of  the  state. 

Mr.  Barnes  was  bora  at  Deersville,  this 
county,  on  November  26,  1843,  and  is  the  son  of 
the  late  Dr.  James  P.  and  Eliza  (Houser) 
Barnes.  Dr.  James  P.  Barnes  was  a native  of 
Pennsylvania,  bora  In  Frederickton,  that  state, 
in  1806.  He  read  medicine  in  Pennsylvania, 
and  came  to  Harrison  County  in  1826  and  be- 
came one  of  the  early  physicians  of  the  county. 
He  first  located  at  New  Athens,  but  a short 
time  later  removed  to  Deersville,  where  he  made 
his  home  and  was  successfully  engaged  in  the 
practice  of  his  profession  until  his  death  in 
1852.  His  wife,  Eliza,  was  bora  near  Paris, 
Kentucky,  and  was  the  daughter  of  Jacob  Hou- 
ser, who  removed  from  Kentucky  to  Cadiz  In 
1820,  and  later  to  Conotton,  Ohio,  where  the 
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family  resided  thereafter.  While  living  in  Ca- 
diz the  Houser  home  was  a log  cabin  which 
stood  on  the  site  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church.  Mrs.  Barnes  died  at  the  home  of  her 
son  Albert  O.  in  Cadiz  in  1886.  The  children 
of  James  P.  Barnes  and  wife  were  as  follows: 
Sarah  Jane,  who  married  James  Martin  and 
died  on  her  wedding  journey;  Freman  D.,  de- 
ceased; Albert  O. ; Zerelda,  who  died  in  child- 
hood; Anna,  who  died  in  childhood;  and  five 
other  children  who  died  in  infancy. 

Albert  O.  Barnes  is  a self-educated  man.  He 
attended  common  school  at  Deersville  until  he 
was  fifteen  years  old,  but  never  attended  any 
school  after  that  During  the  summer  he  was 
fifteen  he  clerked  in  a general  store  In  Deers- 
ville, and  in  the  following  fall  he  began  teach- 
ing school.  On  his  sixteenth  birthday  he  left 
Deersville  and  went  to  Moorefleld,  this  county, 
to  teach  in  the  school  of  that  village,  and  taught 
there  that  winter  and  the  following  spring,  and 
then  returned  to  Deersville  and  resumed  clerk- 
ing. From  the  fall  of  1861,  with  the  exception 
of  one  summer  which  he  spent  in  a store  at 
Steubenville,  Ohio,  he  taught  until  the  spring 
of  1865,  at  which  time  he  gave  up  teaching  on 
account  of  his  health,  he  having  contracted  bron- 
chial trouble.  With  the  exception  of  one  year 
after  that  he  gave  his  attention  to  various  oc- 
cupations which  gave  him  out  door  work  and  an 
opportunity  to  recuperate  his  health.  He  re- 
sumed teaching  in  the  fall  of  1872,  taking 
charge  of  a school  in  La  Porte  County,  Indiana. 
In  1873  he  took  charge  of  the  schools  at  Free- 
port, and  from  that  time,  with  the  exception  of 
one  year,  he  continued  to  teach  in  that  village 
until  1883,  in  which  year  he  retired  from  that 
profession. 

During  the  last  four  years  of  the  above  time 
Mr.  Barnes  read  law  under  the  preceptorship 
of  Judge  John  S.  Pierce  of  Cadiz,  and  in  Octo- 
ber, 1882,  was  admitted  to  practice  in  the  Ohio 
courts.  In  1883  he  entered  the  practice  of  law 
in  Cadiz,  and  from  that  time  on  he  has  con- 
tinued meeting  with  success  and  winning  an  en- 
viable position  at  the  bar  and  as  a man  and 
citizen. 

Mr.  Barnes  has  long  been  a prominent  mem- 
ber of  the  democratic  party  in  Harrison  County 
and  has  frequently  been  honored  by  his  party 
by  nominations  for  high  office.  The  County,  Ju- 
dicial and  Congressional  districts  are  over- 
whelmingly republican,  and  the  nominations  of 
this  party  means  the  “leading  of  a forlorn  hope,” 
yet  Mr.  Barnes,  in  order  that  he  might  help  to 
maintain  the  democratic  organization  in  Har- 
rison County,  cheerfully  became  the  leader  of 
the  minority,  and  always  lead  his  ticket  in 
votes  in  the  several  elections  when  he  was  a 
candidate.  He  has  been  the  democratic  nomi- 
nee for  Probate  Judge,  Common  Pleas  Judge, 
for  Circuit  Judge,  and  for  Congress  in  1804 
and  again  in  1020,  and  in  each  of  these  cam- 
paigns he  fought  a good  fight  and  went  down 
to  honorable  defeat.  He  has  on  many  occasions 
been  a delegate  to  democratic  state,  district  and 
county  conventions,  and  has  at  different  times 
served  on  the  democratic  county  committees. 

In  1863  Mr.  Barnes  was  united  in  marriage 
with  Susan,  the  daughter  of  William  Crooks,  of 


Carroll  County,  Ohio,  and  to  them  were  born  the 
following  children : James  William,  Wilfred 

Freeman  and  Jean  Flora  nee,  all  now  deceased. 
Mrs.  Barnes  died  on  March  6,  1910. 

Thomas  M.  Love,  one  of  the  progressive  farm- 
ers and  substantial  citizens  of  Cadiz  Township, 
is  a scion  of  a family  that  was  founded  in  Ohio 
in  the  early  pioneer  days  and  one  whose  name 
has  been  identified  with  the  affairs  of  Harrison 
County  for  nearly  four  score  years.  Mr.  Love 
was  born  in  Nottingham  Township,  Harrison 
County,  October  14,  1871,  and  is  a son  of 
George  and  Barbara  (Barclay)  Love,  whose 
marriage  was  here  solemnized  November  21, 
1854,  Mrs.  Love  having  been  a daughter  of  I)a- 
vid  and  Elizabeth  (Kissick)  Barclay,  who  were 
natives  of  Ireland,  and  who  settled  in  Har- 
rison County  In  the  pioneer  days. 

George  Love  was  bora  In  Belmont  County, 
Ohio,  August  14,  1827,  and  was  a son  of  George 
and  Mary  (Moore)  Love,  both  natives  of  County 
Tyrone,  Ireland,  where  the  former  was  born 
about  the  year  1784  and  the  latter  In  1801,  she 
having  been  a child  when  she  accompanied  her 
parents,  John  and  Mary  (Smith)  Moore,  to 
America,  the  family  settling  in  Ohio.  George 
and  Mary  (Moore)  Love  became  the  parents 
of  three  children,  Thomas,  John  and  George, 
all  of  whom  are  now  deceased.  The  father  died 
on  his  old  homestead  farm  In  Belmont  County, 
Ohio,  February  21,  1829.  He  was  about  eight 
years  old  when  his  parents,  George  and  Sabilla 
(Smith)  Love  left  their  native  County  of  Ty- 
rone, Ireland,  and  immigrated  to  America,  about 
the  year  1792.  After  remaining  for  a time  in 
the  state  of  Pennsylvania  the  family  came  to 
Ohio  and  settled  in  Wheeling  Township,  Bel- 
mont County,  where  the  father  purchased  a 
tract  of  wild  land,  which  he  reclaimed,  and 
there  both  he  and  his  wife  passed  the  remainder 
of  their  lives.  They  were  zealous  members  of 
the  Seceder  Church.  Their  children  were  eight 
in  number. 

George  Love  III,  father  of  the  subject  of  this 
review,  was  about  four  years  old  when  he  ac- 
companied his  mother  from  Belmont  County  to 
Harrison  County,  where  they  arrived  August  10, 
1831,  Mrs.  Love  having  in  the  meanwhile  be- 
come the  wife  of  John  A.  Todd,  a resident  of 
Nottingham  Township,  this  county,  where  she 
thus  established  her  home  as  noted  above  and 
where  she  and  her  second  husband  passed  the 
remainder  of  their  lives.  Here  George  Love 
(III)  was  reared  and  educated.  After  his  mar- 
riage he  purchased  a farm  of  eighty  acres  in 
section  20,  Nottingham  Township,  where  later 
he  purchased  an  additional  120  acres  and  be- 
came a successful  farmer  and  stock-grower.  He 
was  influential  in  public  affairs,  having  been 
called  upon  to  serve  in  various  township  offices, 
and  he  also  held  the  office  of  county  commis- 
sioner. to  which  he  was  elected  in  October, 
1879.  He  was  a staunch  republican,  and  he 
rnd  his  wife  were  zealous  members  of  the 
tJnited  Presbyterian  Church  at  Cassville.  Still 
in  the  possession  of  the  family  is  a prized  heir- 
loom— the  sword  carried  by  his  father  in  the 
War  of  1812,  a conflict  in  which  he  served  as  a 
captain  of  a company  in  the  command  of  Gen- 
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eral  William  Henry  Harrison.  Mr.  Love  was 
one  of  the  venerable  and  honored  pioneer  citi- 
sens  of  the  county  at  the  time  of  his  death. 
February  9,  1910,  and  his  widow,  revered  by 
all  who  knew  her,  passed  to  the  life  eternal  on 
the  13th  of  May,  1914.  Concerning  their  twelve 
children  brief  record  is  made  in  the  paragraph 
immediately  following: 

Elizabeth  I.  is  the  widow  of  John  Blackwood, 
deceased,  of  Clay  County,  Kansas.  Her  birth 
occurred  October  10,  1866.  David  B.,  born 
January  16,  1867,  has  been  for  many  years  a 
representative  member  of  the  bar  of  Sandusky 
County,  where  he  is  engaged  In  practice  at  Fre- 
mont, the  county  seat.  The  maiden  name  of  his 
wife  was  Josephine  Wood.  John,  born  October 
17,  1868,  married  Miss  Margaret  Wherry,  and 
they  reside  in  Cadiz  Township,  Harrison  County. 
Mary  Isabel  is  the  wife  of  David  Hutchinson, 
of  Granville,  Licking  County.  The  date  of  her 
birth  was  February  6,  1860.  Annie  B.,  who  was 
bora  June  28,  1861,  became  the  wife  of  George 
Carrothers  and  they  resided  in  Piedmont,  Ohio, 
from  where  they  removed  to  Amory,  Mississippi, 
where  she  died  July  27, 1898.  William  W„  born 
July  20,  1863,  married  Miss  Belle  McBride  and 
they  reside  at  Freeport,  Harrison  County. 
George  S.,  bora  September  16,  1865,  is  now  a 
resident  of  Denver,  Colorado.  Ulysses  S.,  born 
March  29,  1867,  married  Miss  Laura  Johnson, 
and  they  reside  at  Cadiz,  Harrison  County. 
James  K.,  bora  May  27.  1869,  married  Miss 
Ada  McClintock  and  they  reside  in  Cadiz,  Ohio. 
Thomas  M.,  the  immediate  subject  of  this  re- 
view, was  the  next  in  order  of  birth;  Ella  M., 
born  February  4,  1874,  is  the  wife  of  Harvey 
Love,  of  Fairpoint,  Belmont  County;  and  Charles 
B.,  born  March  27,  1876,  married  Miss  Susan 
Catherine  Hines.  He  was  a resident  of  Indian- 
apolis, Indiana,  at  the  time  of  his  death,  April 
16,  1918. 

Thomas  M.  Love  acquired  his  youthful  educa- 
tion in  the  public  schools  of  Nottingham  Town- 
ship. and  he  continued  to  be  associated  in  the 
work  of  his  father’s  farm  until  1906,  when  he 
went  to  the  west.  He  was  absent  about  one 
year  in  Kansas  and  Colorado,  and  upon  his  re- 
turn to  his  native  county  he  resumed  his  asso- 
ciation with  the  work  and  management  of  the 
home  farm.  After  the  death  of  his  father  he 
there  continued  his  activities  until  1915,  when 
he  removed  to  Cadiz  Township,  where  ample 
demands  are  placed  upon  hie  time  and  attention 
in  the  management  of  a fine  farm  of  about  400 
acres,  devoted  to  well  ordered  agriculture  and 
to  the  raising  of  excellent  grades  of  live  stock. 
He  is  one  of  the  alert  and  progressive  repre- 
sentative citizens  of  his  native  county.  He  is 
a loyal  supporter  of  the  principles  of  the  re- 
publican party,  and  he  and  his  wife  hold  mem- 
bership in  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  at 
New  Athens.  Their  pleasant  home  is  known 
for  its  generous  hospitality  and  good  cheer. 

August  7,  1913,  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Love  to  Miss  Emma  Barricklow,  a daughter  of 
John  D.  Barricklow  and  a representative  of  an 
old  and  honored  family  of  which  ample  record 
is  made  on  other  pages  of  this  work.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Love  are  the  parents  of  two  children, 
Frederick  B.,  who  was  born  December  20, 


1914,  and  Anna  Margaret,  bora  September  30, 
1920. 

William  Jamison,  whose  death  occurred  on 
the  3d  of  December,  1910,  passed  his  entire  life 
In  Harrison  County.  He  was  a representative 
of  a sterling  pioneer  family  of  this  now  favored 
section  of  the  Buckeye  State,  and  in  all  of  the 
relations  of  life  he  gave  unequivocal  assurance 
of  strong,  worthy  and  useful  manhood. 

Mr.  Jamison  wras  bora  in  German  Township, 
Harrison  County,  in  the  year  1841,  and  was  a 
son  of  David  and  Esther  (Bishop)  Jamison, 
who  here  continued  to  maintain  their  home  un- 
til their  deaths,  the  father  having  reclaimed 
and  developed  a productive  farm  in  German 
Township.  William  was  the  eldest  of  the  five 
children,  *and  the  names  of  the  younger  chil- 
dren are  here  recorded:  Frank,  Almira,  Bryce 
and  Elizabeth  Ann.  William  Jamison  was  af- 
forded the  advantages  of  the  common  schools 
of  the  locality  and  period,  and  after  his  mar- 
riage, when  a young  man,  he  established  his 
residence  on  the  fine  old  homestead  farm  in 
Rumley  Township,  on  which  he  passed  the  re- 
mainder of  his  life  and  on  which  his  widow 
still  remains.  Mr.  Jamison  chose  as  his  wife 
Miss  Mary  Nupp,  wTho  was  born  in  Rumley 
Township  November  22,  1846,  and  who  is  a 
daughter  of  Peter  and  Susannah  (Bollinger) 
Nupp,  both  natives  of  Pennsylvania.  The  fam- 
ily name  of  the  first  wife  of  Peter  Nupp  was 
Wolfe,  and  the  names,  with  respective  dates  of 
birth  and  death,  of  their  children  are  here  re- 
corded: Jacob,  born  January  19,  1816,  died 

December  24,  1884;  Maria,  born  February  8, 
1818,  died  September  28,  1896;  Eliza,  bora  Au- 
gust 15,  1820,  died  April  6,  1895;  Sarah,  bora 
February  1,  1823,  died  October  19,  1895;  George, 
bora  November  22,  1825,  died  August  21,  1899; 
Henry,  born  August  8,  1828,  died  February  26, 
1891;  Simon,  born  March  22,  1831,  died  April 
12,  1900;  and  Susannah,  bora  January  8,  1835, 
died  November  24,  1903.  After  the  death  of 
his  first  wife  Peter  Nupp  married  Miss  Susan- 
nah Bollinger,  and  their  only  child,  Mary,  born 
November  22,  1846,  is  the  widow  of  the  subject 
of  this  memoir. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  William  Jamison  became  the 
parents  of  nine  children,  whose  names  and  dates 
of  birth  are  here  noted : Austin,  February  21, 
1865;  Clara,  January  6,  1867;  Elsie,  March  1, 
1869;  George,  December  19,  1871;  Etta,  August 
24,  1874 ; Emory,  born  October  1,  1876,  de- 
ceased; Charles,  bom  May  23,  1878;  Clarence, 
January  9,  1883;  and  Ira,  October  9,  1887.  Of 
the  children  George  is  made  the  subject  of  indi- 
vidual mention  on  the  following  page  of  this 
work.  He  is  a substantial  farmer  in  North 
Township.  Since  the  death  of  the  honored 
father  the  younugest  son,  Ira,  has  had  the  active 
management  of  the  old  home  farm,  where  he 
remains  with  his  widowed  mother  and  other 
members  of  the  family. 

Gbobgb  Jamison  has  been  a resident  of  Har- 
rison County  from  the  time  of  his  birth  and  is 
now  numbered  among  the  substantial  repre- 
sentatives of  farm  industry  in  North  Township. 
He  is  a son  of  the  late  William  Jamison,  to 
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whom  a memoir  Is  dedicated  on  the  preceding 
page  of  this  volume,  so  that  further  review  of 
the  family  history  is  not  demanded  in  this 
sketch. 

, George  Jamison  was  bora  in  Rumley  Town- 
ship, this  county,  December  19,  1871,  and  the 
public  schools  of  that  township  afforded  him 
his  youthful  education.  When  about  twenty 
years  of  age  he  began  working  by  the  month  as 
a farm  employe,  and  after  his  marriage,  in 
1895,  he  was  for  four  and  one-half  years  em- 
ployed as  a workman  on  the  line  of  the  Pan- 
handle Railroad.  Since  that  time  he  has 
marked  his  course  by  progressive  independent 
enterprise  as  an  agriculturist  and  stock-grower 
in  his  native  county,  his  operations  having  con- 
tinued on  rented  land  until  March,  1910,  when 
he  purchased  a farm  of  125  acres  in  North 
Township,  to  which  he  has  since  added  until  he 
now  has  a valuable  farm  property  of  153  acres. 
This  homestead  is  the  stage  of  his  vigorous 
activities  as  an  agriculturist  and  stock-grower, 
and  as  a loyal  citizen  he  takes  lively  Interest 
in  all  things  touching  the  communal  welfare 
and  the  advancement  of  the  civic  and  material 
prosperity  of  his  native  county.  His  political 
allegiance  is  given  to  the  republican  party,  and 
his  wife  holds  membership  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church  at  Scio. 

In  March,  1895,  was  solemnized  the  marriage 
of  Mr.  Jamison  to  Miss  Laura  Minard,  daughter 
of  John  and  Rebecca  Minard,,of  Rumley  Town- 
ship, and  their  only  child,  Gernard,  married 
Miss  Margaret  Grissinger,  their  home  being  at 
the  present  time  at  Steubenville,  Jefferson 
County.  Gernard  Jamison  entered  the  nation’s 
military  service  in  August,  1918,  and  at  Camp 
Sherman,  Ohio,  he  received  his  preliminary 
training  for  the  duties  that  might  be  required 
of  him  in  connection  with  the  great  World  war. 
Later  he  was  transferred  to  Camp  Taylor,  Lou- 
isville, Kentucky,  where  he  remained  until  re- 
ceiving his  discharge,  the  war  having  closed 
before  the  service  of  his  command  was  required 
on  the  stage  of  active  conflict. 

Joseph  F.  Ross,  one  of  the  representative 
agriculturists  and  stock-growers  of  Cadiz  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County,  has  been  a resident  of 
this  township  from  the  time  of  his  birth  and  is 
a scion  of  a family  that  was  founded  in  Har- 
rison County  more  than  a century  ago.  He  was 
born  in  Cadiz  Township  on  the  12th  of  March, 
1882,  and  is  a son  of  John  P.  and  Elizabeth 
(Finical)  Ross,  both  likewise  natives  of  Cadiz 
Township,  where  they  continued  to  maintain 
their  home  until  their  deaths,  the  death  of  the 
father  having  occurred  In  September,  1919,  and 
the  mother  having  passed  away  in  1916.  She 
was  a daughter  of  John  and  Martha  (Irwin) 
Finical,  well  known  pioneer  citizens  of  Cadiz 
Township  at  the  time  of  their  deaths.  John 
P.  Ross  was  a son  of  Joseph  and  Catherine 
(Patterson)  Ross,  whose  other  three  children 
are  still  living:  Dr.  Albert  O.,  of  Columbus, 
Ohio;  Rev.  S.  F.,  a clergyman  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church;  and  Mary  E.,  who  Is  the 
wife  of  James  Cope,  their  home  being  now  in 
the  state  of  California. 


Joseph  Ross,  grandfather  of  the  subject  of 
this  review,  passed  his  entire  life  In  Hantaan 
County.  He  was  a twin  brother  of  the  late 
Aaron  Ross,  of  whom  incidental  mention  is  made 
on  other  pages  of  this  work,  and  they  were 
sons  of  Adam,  who  was  bora  and  reared  in 
eastern  Pennsylvania,  where  he  married  Miss 
Susannah  Rowe  and  where  in  his  youth  he 
learned  the  trade  of  blacksmith.  He  came  with 
his  wife  to  Harrison  County  in  the  first  decade 
of  the  eighteenth  century,  his  parents  having 
previously  established  a home  tn  this  county, 
and  here  he  followed  the  work  of  his  trade 
until  he  entered  service  as  a soldier  in  the 
War  of  1812.  He  proceeded  with  his  company 
to  a military  post  near  Sandusky,  where  he 
was  stricken  with  fever  and  where  he  died 
within  less  than  a month  after  entering  service. 
His  widow  remained  on  their  home  farm  In 
Harrison  County  until  her  death  In  1848,  at  the 
age  of  seventy  years.  Their  children,  all  now 
deceased,  were:  John,  Adam  and  George 

(twins)  Caleb,  Joseph  and  Aaron  (twins). 
Adam  Ross  was  a son  of  John  and  Charlotte 
(Hatcher)  Ross,  the  former  a native  of  Ire- 
land and  the  latter  of  Pennsylvania,  where  their 
marriage  was  solemnized  and  whence  about  the 
year  1804  they  came  to  what  is  now  Harrison 
County,  Ohio,  and  took  up  Government  land, 
this  pioneer  farm,  in  the  midst  of  the  forest 
wilds,  having  continued  to  be  their  place  of 
abode  until  the  death  of  Mr.  Ross  about  1830, 
when  eighty  years  of  age.  His  widow  passed 
the  closing  years  of  her  life  in  the  home  of 
one  of  her  sons  in  Morgan  County.  Their  chil- 
dren were:  Adam,  William,  John,  James,  Han- 
nah, Eve,  Susannah  and  Polly. 

John  P.  Ross  passed  the  period  of  his  child- 
hood and  youth  on  the  old  home  farm  in  Cadiz 
Township,  and  in  addition  to  attending  the  pub- 
lic schools  he  took  a course  In  Scio  College  and 
prepared  himself  for  the  profession  of  civil 
engineer.  It  became  necessary,  however,  for 
him  to  return  to  the  parental  home  and  assume 
charge  of  the  farm,  and  here  he  continued  as 
one  of  the  substantial  exponents  of  farm  indus- 
try during  the  remainder  of  his  life.  He  was 
the  owner  of  a valuable  landed  estate  of  212 
acres  and  was  one  of  the  Influential  and  hon- 
ored citizens  of  his  native  county.  Both  he  and 
his  wife  were  earnest  members  of  the  Meth- 
odist Episcopal  Church,  in  which  they  were  af- 
filiated with  Asbury  Chapel,  not  far  distant 
from  their  attractive  rural  home.  Mr.  Ross  was 
a republican  in  politics  and  served  two  terms 
as  trustee  of  Cadiz  Township.  Of  their  chil- 
dren Joseph  F.,  immediate  subject  of  this  re- 
view, is  the  eldest;  Catherine  is  the  wife  of 
Dwight  Dawson;  Martha  E.  still  resides  In  Ca- 
diz Township;  and  John  O.  died  at  the  age  of 
fifteen  years. 

Joseph  F.  Ross  is  indebted  to  the  district 
schools  of  Cadiz  Township  for  his  preliminary 
educational  discipline,  and  later  he  completed  a 
two  years’  course  in  electrical  engineering  at 
the  University  of  Ohio.  As  a young  man  he 
taught  school  four  years,  and  it  was  after  this 
experience  that  he  attended  the  state  univer- 
sity. After  the  death  of  his  father  he  took  the 
active  management  of  the  fine  old  homestead 
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farm,  and  while  he  has  here  continued  as  one 
of  the  progressive  and  successful  agriculturists 
and  stock-growers  of  the  county,  he  has  also 
taught  during  eight  winter  terms  in  this  district 
schools,  with  an  excellent  reputation  in  the 
pedagogic  profession.  He  is  giving  special  at- 
tention to  the  breeding  and  raising  of  the  best 
type  of  Shorthorn  cattle,  is  a republican  in 
politics,  is  affiliated  with  the  lodge  of  the  Ma- 
sonic fraternity  at  Cadiz,  and  both  he  and  his 
wife  are  active  members  of  the  Asbury  Chapel 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

In  December,  1911,  was  solemnized  the  mar- 
riage of  Mr.  Ross  to  Miss  Ethel  George,  who 
was  born  in  Jefferson  County  and  reared  in 
Harrison  County,  and  they  have  two  children, 
Elizabeth  and  George. 

Harvey  E.  Pittengib  has  been  since  1900  the 
owner  of  eighty-five  acres  of  the  fine  old  home- 
stead farm  in  Archer  Township,  Harrison 
County,  which  figures  as  the  place  of  his  birth, 
which  here  occurred  on  the  17th  of  January, 
1868.  Here  he  has  always  maintained  his  home 
and  here  he  has  well  maintained,  both  as  a 
loyal  citizen  and  progressive  farmer,  the  high 
honors  attaching  to  a family  name  that  has 
been  worthily  identified  with  the  history  of 
Harrison  County  since  the  very  early  pioneer 
period.  He  is  a son  of  Samuel  and  Antoinette 
(Thompson)  Pittenger,  the  latter  of  whom  was 
born  in  Carroll  County,  where  her  father,  Ga- 
briel Thompson,  was  a pioneer  settler.  Samuel 
Pittenger  was  born  in  Archer  Township,  Har- 
rison County,  on  the  15th  of  August,  1830,  and 
here  his  death  occurred  on  the  30th  of  January, 
1881,  on  the  farm  now  owned  and  occupied  by 
his  son  Harvey  E.,  of  this  sketch.  He  was  a 
son  of  Samuel  Pittenger,  Sr.,  who  likewise  was 
a native  of  Archer  Township,  where  he  was 
bom  in  the  year  1798 — a date  that  Indicates 
that  his  parents  were  numbered  among  the 
earliest  settlers  in  the  county.  On  the  10th  of 
January,  1820,  Samuel  Pittenger,  Sr.,  wedded 
Miss  Jane  Lemasters,  daughter  of  Isaac  Le- 
masters,  another  representative  pioneer  of 
Archer  Township.  The  young  couple  settled  on 
the  farm  which  was  to  continue  as  their  place 
of  residence  during  the  remainder  of  their  lives 
and  which  they  reclaimed  from  the  forest  into 
one  of  the  best  farms  of  Archer  Township.  They 
became  the  parents  of  five  sons  and  two  daugh- 
ters. Samuel  Pittenger,  Sr.,  died  on  the  26th 
of  August,  1875,  his  wife  having  passed  away 
on  the  14th  of  February  of  the  preceding  year 
and  both  having  been  devout  members  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  Their  mortal  re- 
mains are  resting  in  the  cemetery  of  the  Bethel 
Church  of  this  denomination  in  Green  Town- 
ship. Mr.  Pittenger  was  a whig  until  the  or- 
ganization of  the  republican  party,  when  he  es- 
poused the  cause  of  the  latter,  the  principles 
of  which  he  continued  to  advocate  until  the 
time  of  his  death. 

Samuel  Pittenger,  Jr.,  early  began  to  aid  in 
the  work  of  the  home  farm,  and  in  the  mean- 
while profited  by  the  advantages  afforded  in 
the  local  schools  of  the  period.  His  marriage 
occurred  October  11,  1849,  and  he  and  his  bride 
began  housekeeping  in  a little  log  cabin  on  the 


farm  now  owned  by  their  son  Harvey  E.  This 
primitive  domicile  later  gave  place  to  the  com- 
modious and  attractive  farm  house  that  now 
adorns  the  rural  domain  and  that  is  situated 
on  the  side  of  one  of  the  picturesque  hills  of 
this  part  of  the  county.  Here  Mr.  Pittenger 
continued  his  productive  activities  as  an  agri- 
culturist and  stock-grower  during  the  remainder 
of  his  life,  and  here  his  widow  remained  until 
her  death,  at  the  venerable  age  of  seventy-seven 
years,  both  having  been  earnest  members  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and  having  exem- 
plified their  faith  in  their  daily  lives — marked 
by  kindliness,  tolerance  and  generosity.  In  poli- 
tics Mr.  Pittenger  was  a stalwart  supporter  of 
the  cause  of  the  republican  party.  Concerning 
the  children  the  following  brief  record  is  con- 
sistently presented  in  this  connection:  Rev. 

Albert  A.,  who  was  born  August  3,  1850,  was 
graduated  in  Scio  College  as  a member  of  the 
class  of  1875,  and  later  was  ordained  a clergy- 
man of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  in  the 
service  of  which  he  has  since  continued,  his 
home  being  now  in  the  state  Of  Iowa.  The 
maiden  name  of  his  wife  was  Della  Buckmaster. 
William  H.,  who  was  born  February  22,  1852, 
married  Charlotte  Uneord,  and  they  reside  at 
Marion,  Indiana.  John  W.,  who  was  born  June 
11,  1854,  married  Emma  Reed,  and  they  likewise 
reside  at  Marion,  Indiana.  Sarah  J.,  who  was 
born  July  19,  1856,  is  the  wife  of  Brice  M. 
Reed,  of  Hopedale,  Ohio.  Amanda  M.,  born 
November  27,  1858,  is  the  wife  of  Dawson  W. 
Stahl,  of  Jewett,  Ohio.  Martha  E.,  born  June 
20,  1863,  is  the  wife  of  David  Walton,  of  Den- 
ver, Colorado.  Mary  E.,  born  October  20,  1865, 
is  the  wife  of  John  Kirkendahl,  of  Bowerston, 
Ohio.  Harvey  E.,  Immediate  subject  of  this 
sketch,  was  the  next  in  order  of  birth.  Belinda 
E.,  born  April  4,  1870,  became  the  wife  of  Wil- 
liam Hoobler  and  was  a resident  of  Waynesburg, 
Stark  County,  at  the  time  of  her  death.  Ida 
M.,  born  April  13,  1872,  died  on  the  23d  of 
March,  1878.  Laura  B.,  born  March  2,  1874, 
died  April  8,  1878.  Eva  E.,  bom  August  19, 
1876,  is  the  wife  of  Ira  D.  Strausbaugh,  of 
Archer  Township. 

To  the  district  schools  of  Archer  Township 
Harvey  E.  Pittenger  is  indebted  for  his  early 
education,  and,  as  previously  stated,  the  old 
homestead  farm  has  been  the  stage  of  his  pro- 
gressive enterprise  as  an  agriculturist  and  stock- 
raiser  from  his  youth  to  the  present  time.  He 
gives  special  attention  to  the  breeding  and  rais- 
ing of  pure-blood  Delaine  sheep,  Is  vitally  inter- 
ested in  everything  tending  to  advance  the  civic 
and  industrial  prosperity  of  his  native  county, 
is  a staunch  republican  in  politics,  and  he  served 
four  years  as  assessor  of  Archer  Township,  be- 
sides having  been  for  an  equal  period  the  presi- 
dent of  the  township  board  of  education.  He 
is  affiliated  with  Jewett  Lodge  of  the  Indepen- 
dent Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  and  both  he  and  his 
wife  hold  membership  in  the  adjunct  organiza- 
tion of  the  Daughters  of  Rebekah.  They  are 
zealous  members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  at  Jewett,  and  he  is  serving  as  a valued 
member  of  its  official  board. 

September  8,  1889,  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Pittenger  to  Miss  Emma  McMannis,  da  ugh* 
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ter  of  Isaac  McMannis,  and  she  and  her  one 
child,  a son,  died  at  the  time  of  the  latter’s 
birth,  July  7,  1890.  On  the  20th  of  March,  1896, 
was  solemnized  the  marriage  of  Mr.  Pittenger 
to  Miss  Alice  M.  Flaherty,  daughter  of  Michael 
and  Mary  Flaherty,  of  Harrison  County.  No 
children  have  been  born  of  this  union. 

Alexander  Kail,  one  of  the  successful  farm- 
ers of  Rumley  Township,  has  lived  on  his  pres- 
ent farm  since  he  was  four  years  of  age,  and 
has  been  identified  with  much  of  the  history  of 
this  region.  He  is  a native  son  of  Harrison 
County,  as  he  was  born  at  Jefferson,  Ohio,  on 
October  24,  1866.  His  family  came  at  an  early 
day  from  Denmark  to  the  United  States,  and 
many  of  the  Kails  have  been  millwrights  by 
trade.  The  family  was  established  in  Harrison 
County  by  the  paternal  grandfather,  Gabriel 
Kail,  a native  of  Pennsylvania  who  lived  on  a 
farm  in  Rumley  Township  until  his  death  in 
1860.  By  trade  he  was  a wagonmaker.  His 
second  wife  was  Elizabeth  De  Vore,  and  their 
children  were  as  follows : Gabriel,  Hiram, 

Steven,  Joseph,  Uriah,  Lucinda,  Anna,  Tabitha 
and  Phoebe. 

Uriah  Kail,  father  of  Alexander  Kail,  was 
born  in  Rumley  Township,  Harrison  County, 
Ohio,  in  1825,  and  died  there  in  1873.  By  trade 
he  was  a wagonmaker,  and  was  thus  employed 
in  Rumley  and  Jefferson  townships.  He  was 
married  to  Maria  Miser,  born  in  Jefferson 
County,  Ohio,  a daughter  of  David  Miser,  a 
tanner  who  spent  all  of  his  life  in  Jefferson 
County.  The  children  of  David  Miser  were: 
William  and  David,  who  are  ex-Union  soldiers, 
Henry,  Elizabeth,  Maria,  Catherine,  Mary  and 
Maggie.  They  were  all  Lutherans  in  religious 
faith.  The  children  of  Uriah  Kail  and  his  wife 
were  as  follows:  Elizabeth,  who  married  O.  B. 
Miller;  David  M. ; Margaret,  who  married 
Charles  Fry ; Alexander,  whose  name  heads  this 
review;  Eva  Jane,  who  married  J.  R.  Winnings. 
Mra  Kail  was  a consistent  member  of  the  Re- 
formed Church. 

Losing  his  parents  when  he  was  a little  child, 
Alexander  Kail  was  taken  by  his  uncle,  Steven 
Kail,  to  the  farm  in  Rumley  Township  he  now 
owns,  and  was  here  reared  and  educated.  His 
farm  comprises  100  acres  of  land,  and  on  it  he 
is  doing  general  farming  and  stockraising,  and 
he  carries  an  excellent  grade  of  stock.  Mr. 
Kail  has  never  married.  Having  spent  his  life 
in  farming,  he  understands  it  thoroughly,  and 
takes  a pride  in  doing  everything  right  and  rais- 
ing banner  crops. 

James  A.  McKee.  One  of  the  substantial  and 
wide-awake  merchants  of  Jewett  is  James  A. 
McKee,  who  thoroughly  understands  the  de- 
mands of  his  trade  and  meets  them  so  efficiently 
that  he  is  doing  a large  and  profitable  business 
not  only  with  the  people  of  Jewett,  but  those 
who  come  to  him  from  a wide  outside  area.  Mr. 
McKee  was  born  in  German  Township,  Harrison 
County,  Ohio,  August  26,  1878,  a son  of  James 
C.  and  Mary  E.  (Jones)  McKee,  and  grandson 
of  William  McKee,  one  of  the  early  settlers  of 
German  Township,  and  a blacksmith  by  trade. 
He  married  a Miss  Quillin,  and  they  had  the  fol- 


lowing children : Thomas,  who  was  killed  while 
serving  in  the  Union  army  during  the  war 
between  the  states;  William,  who  was  also  a 
soldier  in  the  Union  army,  was  killed  in  the  serv- 
ice; James  C.,  who  was  third  in  order  of  birth; 
and  Sarah,  who  married  George  Glover.  After 
the  death  of  his  first  wife  William  McKee  was 
married  to  a Miss  Wills,  and  they  had  two  chil- 
dren, Loranzo  and  Elizabeth. 

James  C.  McKee  was  born  in  Tuscarawas 
County,  Ohio,  and  his  wife  was  bom  at  West- 
chester, Ohio.  With  the  outbreak  of  the  war 
between  the  states  James  C.  McKee  enlisted  in 
the  Union  army  from  his  native  county  as  a 
member  of  the  Fifty-first  Ohio  Volunteer  In- 
fantry, and  served  until  the  close  of  the  war, 
participating  in  all  of  the  engagements  of  his 
regiment,  and  was  fortunate  in  escaping  injury. 
After  the  close  of  the  war  he  came  to  Harrison 
County,  and,  being  a miller  by  trade,  he  was 
engaged  In  operating  an  old  burr  mill  in  Ger- 
man Township  until  the  burrs  wore  out,  when 
he  ran  a threshing  rig  and  a saw-mill,  continu- 
ing to  reside  in  that  township  until  his  death. 
He  and  his  wife  had  the  following  children: 
Stewart  P.,  John  W.,  Thomas  A.,  Charlotte  E., 
Mary  L.,  Sarah  E.,  James  A.,  Elsie  F.,  Anna  L., 
George  G.,  Louise  J.,  Jesse  B.  and  Ella.  The 
family  all  belonged  to  the  Presbyterian  Church. 
Mr.  McKee  belonged  to  the  local  post  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic. 

James  A.  McKee  attended  the  district  schools 
of  Annapolis,  Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  and  for 
some  years  assisted  his  father  in  threshing  and 
operating  the  saw-mill.  In  1901  he  began  work- 
ing in  the  steel  mills  at  Mingo  Junction,  Ohio, 
and  remained  there  for  seven  years,  but  then 
moved  to  Wellsville,  Ohio,  where  for  a year  he 
was  in  the  grocery  business.  In  1910  he  came 
to  Jewett  and  established  his  present  store, 
and  has  been  engaged  In  handling  a general 
line  of  merchandise  ever  since. 

In  1901  Mr.  McKee  was  united  in  marriage 
with  Blanche  Galbraith,  a daughter  of  Robert 
and  Elizabeth  (Mortland)  Galbraith.  There  are 
no  children.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  McKee  are  members 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Jewett.  Mr.  Mc- 
Kee belongs  to  Jewett  Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  and 
Jewetti  Camp,  M.  W.  A.  A man  of  enterprising 
spirit,  he  recognizes  the  fact  that  properly  de- 
veloped public  improvements  are  very  neces- 
sary for  the  progress  of  the  community,  and  is 
always  willing  to  lend  his  support  to  those  meas- 
ures he  deems  will  bring  about  such  improve- 
ments without  waste  of  the  taxpayer’s  money. 
Both  he  and  Mrs.  McKee  are  very  well  known 
throughout  the  county,  and  their  pleasant  home 
is  often  the  scene  of  gatherings  of  congenial 
friends,  whom  they  delight  to  entertain. 

William  J.  Hawk.  The  most  progressive  of 
the  farmers  of  Harrison  County  recognize  the 
fact  that  it  pays  to  keep  a good  grade  of  stock 
and  operate  according  to  approved  scientific 
methods.  Cheap  grades  of  machinery  and  stock 
will  not  produce  the  best  results,  and  the  farmer 
who  is  willing  to  make  a proper  outlay  for  his 
equipment  finds  that  he  has  a paying  invest- 
ment. At  least  this  is  the  conclusion  reached 
by  William  J.  Hawk  of  Rumley  Township,  and 
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men  of  his  caliber,  and  their  finely  cultivated 
acres,  sleek  stock  and  orderly  premises  prove 
that  they  know  what  they  are  doing. 

William  J.  Hawk  was  born  in  Union  Town- 
ship, Carroll  County,  November  13,  1856,  a son 
of  John  and  Rosanna  (Coyan)  Hawk,  and 
grandson  of  Jacob  and  Katie  Hawk.  Jacob 
Hawk  came  from  Westmoreland  County,  Penn- 
sylvania, *to  Lee  Township,  Carroll  County, 
Ohio,  and  for  the  remainder  of  his  life  was  en- 
gaged in  running  a tavern  in  that  locality.  His 
children  were  as  follows:  John,  Elias,  Mary 

and  Lizzie. 

John  Hawk  was  born  in  Lee  Township,  Car- 
roll  County,  and  his  wife  was  born  at  East 
Liverpool,  Ohio.  After  their  marriage  they 
settled  in  Union  Township,  where  they  engaged 
in  farming,  but  after  Jacob  Hawk’s  health  be- 
gan to  fail  John  Hawk  returned  to  Lee  Town- 
ship to  take  charge  of  his  father’s  tavern,  until 
the  building  of  the  railroad  took  away  the  cus- 
tom, and  he  then  returned  to  his  farming  and 
was  engaged  in  that  industry  until  his  death. 
He  was  a Presbyterian  and  his  wife  belonged 
to  the  Reformed  Church.  Their  children  were 
ns  follows:  Leander,  Columbus,  Washington, 

Melvina,  Minerva,  Mary,  Ada,  William  J.  and 
Maggie. 

William  J.  Hawk  was  educated  in  the  public 
schools  of  Lee  Township,  Carroll  County.  He 
began  his  farming  experiences  in  Lee  Township, 
where  he  continued  to  live  until  1882,  and  in 
that  year  came  to  Harrison  County,  and  for 
about  eighteen  months  worked  as  a farm  hand 
in  German  Township.  He  was  then  married  and 
began  farming  In  Rumley  Township,  but  a year 
later  moved  to  Archer  Township  and  for  the 
subsequent  eleven  years  was  there  engaged  in 
farming.  At  the  expiration  of  that  time  he 
bought  his  present  farm  of  145  acres  of  land  in 
Rumley  Township,  and  on  it  he  is  doing  gen- 
eral farming  and  stockraising. 

On  September  6,  1883,  Mr.  Hawk  was  united 
in  marriage  with  Kate  Salmon,  a daughter  of 
Lewis  Salmon,  and  they  have  one  son,  Alvie  D.. 
wrho  was  born  March  16,  1885.  He  was  married 
to  Minnie  May  Epley,  and  they  have  three  chil- 
dren : Otto,  Ethel  and  Lewis.  Alvie  D.  Hawk 

is  engaged  with  his  father  in  conducting  the 
farm,  and  lives  a short  distance  from  his  par- 
ents. The  members  of  the  Hawk  family  belong 
to  the  Hanover  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  of 
which  William  J.  Hawk  Is  a steward  and  trus- 
tee. Both  father  and  son  are  regarded  as  splen- 
did examples  of  the  modern  agriculturists  of 
Ohio,  and  their  results  in  farming  often  serve 
as  an  incentive  to  others  to  exert  themselves 
to  Improve  their  properties  and  Increase  their 
output. 

Chap  Gintheb.  Tracing  back  through  sev- 
eral generations  the  family  of  Ginther  is  found 
in  Ohio,  members  of  it  having  come  with  its 
hardy  explorers  and  become  pioneers  of  Tus- 
carawas County.  From  that  region  others  bear- 
ing the  name  have  Journeyed  to  different  por- 
tions of  Ohio  and  beyond  the  state  lines,  and 
during  the  late  war  the  name  was  borne  by  one 
son  in  the  service  of  his  country  whose  enlist- 
ment was  credited  to  Rumley  Township,  Har- 


rison County,  where  his  father,  Chap  Ginther, 
is  one  of  the  substantial  farmers  of  this  part  of 
the  county. 

Chap  Ginther  was  born  in  Tuscarawas  County, 
Ohio,  September  30,  1861,  a son  of  Casper  Gin- 
ther, grandson  of  Abraham  Ginther  and  great- 
grandson  of  John  Casper  Ginther.  The  last 
named  was  a pioneer  into  Tuscarawas  County, 
and  in  the  intervals  of  developing  a home  in 
the  wilderness  he  found  time  to  work  at  his 
trade  os  a millwright  and  the  kindred  trade  of 
cabinetmaking,  and  to  him  is  credited  the  mak- 
ing of  the  first  pulpit  used  in  the  Gnadenhuffen 
Moravian  Church. 

Abraham  Ginther  was  born  in  Tuscarawas 
County,  Ohio,  and  learned  his  father’s  trade 
and  was  also  a carpenter.  He  did  all  of  the 
mill  work  on  the  first  mill  erected  in  Tuscara- 
was County.  His  wife  was  Catherine  Varner 
before  her  marriage,  and  she  bore  her  husband 
the  following  children : Casper,  Mary,  George, 

and  Eliza.  Abraham  Ginther  died  in  1838,  and 
his  wife  passed  away  In  1858. 

Casper  Ginther  was  born  in  Tuscarawas 
County,  Ohio,  in  1828,  and  his  wife,  Elizabeth 
(Crom)  Ginther,  was  also  born  in  the  same 
county,  a daughter  of  Cornelius  and  Ann 
(French)  Crom.  Cornelius  Crom  was  a shoe- 
maker by  trade.  He  and  his  wife  had  the  fol- 
lowing children:  Phoebe;  Richard,  who  served 

during  the  Civil  war;  Abraham,  who  was  killed 
in  the  Union  army  at  the  battle  of  Perrysville; 
Elizabeth;  and  two  brothers  who  died  young. 
The  Crom  family  were  Methodists. 

Losing  his  father  before  he  was  taught  the 
millwright  trade,  Casper  Ginther  adopted  farm- 
ing as  his  life  w*ork,  and  with  the  exception  of  a 
few  years  when  he  conducted  a general  store 
and  had  the  office  of  postmaster  he  was  en- 
gaged in  that  line  of  industry  all  of  his  active 
years.  He  and  his  wife  became  the  parents  of 
the  following  children:  Josephine  M.,  Chap 

and  John  Casper.  Mr.  Ginther  died  in  1900, 
having  survived  his  wdfe  for  many  years,  as 
she  had  died  in  1875.  She  was  a Methodist, 
but  he  belonged  to  the  Moravian  Church. 

Chap  Ginther  has  had  no  other  educational 
advantages  than  those  accorded  by  the  public 
schools,  but  he  Is  a very  well  informed  man  of 
more  than  ordinary  intelligence.  His  first  work 
away  from  home  was  done  for  the  Glasgow 
Iron  & Coal  Company.  Having  In  this  way 
earned  a little  money,  he  took  the  high  school 
course  at  Dennison,  Ohio,  and  then  for  seven 
years  alternated  teaching  with  farming,  and  he 
was  also  engaged  for  about  three  years  In 
newspaper  work.  With  all  these  experiences, 
combined  with  his  love  for  reading,  he  has 
so  enlarged  his  store  of  knowledge  that  he 
would  pass  for  a college-bred  man.  While 
accomplishing  all  this  he  never  lost  his  love  of 
the  soil  or  his  realization  of  the  importance  of 
farming,  and  when  he  moved  from  Tuscarawas 
County  to  Harrison  County  in  1902  he  bought 
130  acres  of  land  in  Rumley  Township,  on 
which  he  is  still  living. 

In  1891  Mr.  Ginther  was  married  to  Emily 
Barr,  a daughter  of  William  and  Rebecca  Barr. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ginther  have  the  following  chil- 
dren : Walter,  who  is  mentioned  below ; Clara, 
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who  is  a graduate  of  Kent  State  Normal  Col- 
lege ; Emmett,  who  is  now  a student  of  the  col- 
lege at  Bethany,  West  Virginia,  was  in  a mili- 
tary training  school  at  the  time  of  the  signing 
of  the  Armistice;  and  Florence,  who  is  the 
youngest.  Mrs.  Ginther  died  June  12,  1918, 
firm  in  the  faith  of  the  Methodist  Church  of 
which  she  had  long  been  a faithful  member. 

Walter  Ginther  was  engaged  in  teaching  at 
the  Kent  State  Normal  College  when  this  coun- 
try entered  the  World  war,  and  he  entered  the 
service  September  2,  1918,  being  stationed  at 
Camp  Sherman.  He  was  assigned  to  the  quar- 
termaster’s department,  and  was  corporal  of 
Company  C,  Utilities  Division.  On  May  14, 
1919,  he  was  discharged,  but  continued  the  same 
work  at  Camp  Sherman  as  a civilian  for  about 
a year.  The  family  all  belong  to  the  Meth- 
odist Church. 

Welch  Rogers.  A practical  farmer,  a good 
business  man,  a public  spirited  gentleman, 
Welch  Rogers  has  given  many  years  to  the  ad- 
ministration of  public  affairs,  chiefly  as  super- 
intendent of  the  Harrison  County  Home,  the 
office  he  fills  today. 

This  institution  is  located  in  Cadiz  Township, 
and  that  is  the  locality  in  which  the  Rogers 
family  was  established  in  pioneer  times.  His 
great-grandfather  was  Joseph  Rogers,  who  came 
west  from  Maryland  very  early  in  the  nine- 
teenth century,  and  employed  his  strength  and 
resources  in  the  development  of  a farm  in 
Cadiz  Township.  The  children  of  this  honored 
pioneer  were  Warren,  Joseph,  William,  Barrett, 
Elijah,  Lydia  and  Mary  Ann. 

The  grandfather  of  Welch  Rogers  was  Will- 
iam Rogers,  who  was  born  in  Maryland  Novem- 
ber 30,  1798.  He  married  Susan  Carson,  who 
was  born  in  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  a daughter 
of  John  Carson,  another  early  settler.  William 
Rogers  spent  his  active  life  as  a farmer,  and 
lived  practically  all  his  years  in  Cadiz  or  Not- 
tingham Township.  He  was  a member  of  the 
Methodist  Church.  His  children  were  eight  in 
number,  named  Cindinia,  John  B.,  Jesse,  Nancy, 
Hannah,  Frank,  Calvin  and  Barrett. 

The  third  generation  of  this  interesting  fam- 
ily was  represented  by  John  B.  Rogers,  who  was 
born  in  Cadiz  Township  and  devoted  his  years 
to  the  business  of  farming  in  that  locality.  He 
died  February  7,  1875.  John  B.  Rogers  married 
Rosanna  Keckler,  who  was  born  near  Gettys- 
burg, Pennsylvania,  and  survived  her  husband 
many  years,  passing  away  March  14,  1917.  Her 
parents  were  John  and  Susan  (Gordon)  Keck- 
ler,  who  about  1840  came  to  Harrison  County 
and  some  fifteen  years  later  moved  to  Craw- 
ford County,  Ohio,  where  they  spent  the  rest 
of  their  lives.  The  children  of  John  Keckler 
and  wife  were  Joslah,  Mary  Ann,  Martha,  Ro- 
sanna and  Melinda.  Welch  Rogers  was  the  old- 
est of  the  eight  children  of  his  parents.  The 
second  in  age  is  Alwilda,  who  married  George 
D.  Barger  and  both  are  deceased;  John  G. 
was  drowned  May  31,  1872,  at  the  age  of 
eighteen;  Nancy  Margaret  became  the  wife  of 
Elmer  Barger;  Susanna  Melinda  married  Bart- 
ley Slater;  J.  Gordon  married  Mary  Dicker- 


son ; Rosa  became  the  wife  of  L.  J.  Smith ; and 
Nora  is  the  wife  of  Emmett  Nash. 

The  birth  of  Welch  Rogers  occurred  In  Ca- 
diz Township,  September  5,  1851,  and  he  had 
the  normal  experiences  of  country  boys  in  that 
community,  attending  schools,  working  on  the 
farm,  and  pursuing  a variety  of  sports  and  pas- 
times. Before  reaching  his  majority  he  was 
handling  the  responsibilities  of  a farm  in  a very 
capable  manner.  In  1894,  on  the  basis  of  his 
qualifications  as  a farmer  and  business  man, 
he  was  called  to  the  superintendency  of  the  Har- 
rison County  Home,  and  remained  in  that  office 
continuously  for  thirteen  years.  In  1907  he 
was  made  farm  superintendent  of  the  feeble 
minded  institution  at  Columbus,  and  spent  three 
years  with  this  state  institution.  After  return- 
ing to  Harrison  County  he  was  engaged  in  the 
feed  business  at  Cadiz  until  1918,  when  he  was 
again  called  upon  and  accepted  the  office  of 
superintendent  of  the  Harrison  County  Home. 

May  20,  1875,  Mr.  Rogers  married  Eliza  Jane 
Adams,  a daughter  of  Percival  and  Mary  Jane 
Adams.  She  died  twelve  years  after  their  mar- 
riage, on  November  14,  1887,  and  is  survived 
by  three  children : John,  who  married  Mary 

Cramblett;  Mertie  Bell,  who  died  February  28, 
1916;  and  Everett,  who  married  Minnie  Schultz. 
On  February  25,  1892,  Mr.  Rogers  married  Em- 
ma L.  Kirk.  Mr.  Rogers  is  a member  of  Cadiz 
Lodge  No.  219,  F.  & A.  M.  and  is  a member  of 
the  Methodist  Church. 

Lee  D.  S.  Klotz,  the  efficient  and  popular 
superintendent  of  the  well  equipped  manufac- 
turing plant  of  the  Whittaker-Greer  Fireproofing 
Company  at  Malvern,  Carroll  County,  claims  this 
village  as  the  place  of  his  nativity  and  is  a rep- 
resentative of  a family  that  was  founded  in 
Carroll  County  nearly  ninety  years  ago. 

Lee  Dell  Scott  Klotz  was  born  at  Malvern  on 
the  26th  of  January,  1875,  and  is  a son  of 
George  and  Elida  (Scott)  Klotz,  the  former  of 
whom  was  born  at  Magnolia,  this  county,  March 
30,  1847,  and  the  latter  of  whom  was  bom  In 
Rose  Township,  this  county,  October  28,  1852. 

George  Klotz  is  a son  of  Jacob  and  Christina 
(Gutlieb)  Klotz,  both  natives  of  Germany, 
where  the  former  was  born  in  1804  and  the  lat- 
ter in  1809,  their  marriage  having  been  solemn- 
ized in  their  native  land,  where  they  remained 
until  1832,  when  they  immigrated  to  the  United 
States  and  established  their  home  in  the  village 
of  Magnolia,  Carroll  County,  Ohio,  where  Jacob 
Klotz  engaged  in  the  work  of  his  trade,  that  of 
shoemaker.  Later  he  became  a farmer  in  Brown 
Township,  and  he  was  one  of  the  honored  pio- 
neer citizens  of  the  county  at  the  time  of  his 
death  in  1886.  His  wife  passed  away  Novem- 
ber 26,  1870,  and  both  were  devout  communi- 
cants of  the  Lutheran  Church.  Their  children 
were  ten  in  number,  namely : Magdalene,  Ja- 

cob, Christina,  Sophia,  Lewis,  Philip  (died  in 
childhood),  Mary,  John,  George  and  Clara. 
George  Klotz  was  three  years  of  age  at  the  time 
his  parents  removed  from  Magnolia  to  the  farm 
in  Brown  Township,  where  he  gained  experi- 
ence not  only  in  farm  enterprise  but  also  at  the 
trade  of  shoemaker,  in  which  he  was  instructed 
by  his  father,  a skilled  workman.  The  com- 
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mon  schools  of  the  locality  afforded  him  his 
youthful  education,  and  he  continued  to  follow 
the  work  of  his  trade  for  twenty  years,  after 
which  he  gave  his  attention  principally  to  the 
management  of  his  farm  in  Brown  Township, 
but  still  retained  his  residence  at  Malvern.  In 
this  village  he  has  owned  and  improved  various 
town  lots,  and  has  erected  and  sold  a number 
of  houses  of  good  grade.  He  still  gives  a general 
supervision  to  his  farm  of  fifty  acres  in  Brown 
township,  as  does  he  also  to  the  well  improved 
farm  of  100  acres  owned  by  his  son  Lee,  of  this 
review,  in  the  same  township.  Like  his  father, 
Mr.  Klotz  is  a staunch  democrat  In  political 
adherency,  and  he  served  one  term  as  mayor  of 
Malvern.  He  and  his  wife  are  active  communi- 
cants of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  this  village. 

On  the  16th  of  June,  1870,  was  solemnized  the 
marriage  of  George  Klotz  to  Miss  Elida  Scott, 
daughter  of  Thomas  and  Harriet  (Weaver) 
Scott,  the  former  of  whom  was  born  in  Carroll 
County,  July  18,  1818,  a representative  of  one 
of  the  prominent  pioneer  families  of  the  county, 
and  the  latter  of  whom  was  born  August  10, 
1819.  Thomas  Scott  bore  the  full  patronymic  of 
his  father,  Thomas,  Sr.,  who  was  born  in  Scot- 
land and  whose  wife,  Martha  (Harrman)  Scott, 
was  a native  of  Ireland.  Thomas  Scott,  Sr., 
was  a young  man  when  he  came  to  America  and 
established  his  home  in  Ohio,  where  his  mar- 
riage was  solemnized,  and  he  and  his  wife 
soon  afterward  established  their  home  on  a 
pioneer  farm  in  Carroll  County,  where  he  died 
at  the  untimely  age  of  twenty-eight  years,  leav- 
ing his  young  widow  with  three  children:  Oli- 
ver, Thomas,  Jr.,  and  Julia.  Mrs.  Scott  later 
became  the  wife  of  Harrison  Taylor,  and  of  this 
union  were  born  four  children,  Patterson,  Will- 
iam, Martha  and  Sarah.  After  the  death  of  her 
second  husband  she  became  the  wife  of  Isaac 
Reed,  and  their  children  were  three  in  number, 
John,  Elizabeth  and  Catherine.  Mrs.  Reed  was 
a resident  of  Warsaw,  Coshocton  County,  at  the 
time  of  her  death  in  1875. 

Thomas  Scott,  Jr.,  was  reared  under  the  con- 
ditions of  the  pioneer  days  in  Carroll  County, 
and  that  he  made  good  use  of  his  early  educa- 
tional advantages  needs  no  further  voucher  than 
the  statement  that  for  the  long  period  of  fifty- 
six  years  he  was  a successful  and  popular 
teacher  in  the  public  schools  of  this  section 
of  Ohio  and  in  Michigan,  the  closing  period  of 
his  life  having  been  passed  at  Coleman,  Michi- 
gan, where  his  death  occurred  In  1894.  His 
first  wife  died  at  Mineral  City,  Ohio,  in  1863, 
and  was  survived  by  three  children,  Isabel,  Le- 
ander  and  Elida.  For  his  second  wife  Thomas 
8cott  married  Miss  Mary  Harsh,  and  of  this 
union  were  born  two  children,  Edwin  and  John. 

Harriet  (Weaver)  Scott,  maternal  grand- 
mother of  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  was  a 
daughter  of  Nicholas  and  Elizabeth  (Kees) 
Weaver,  who  were  born  and  reared  In  Pennsyl- 
vania, where  their  marriage  occurred  and 
whence  they  came  in  an  early  day  to  Carroll 
County,  Ohio,  where  Mr.  Weaver  took  up  an 
entire  section  of  land  near  Harrisburg.  He  later 
sold  this  property  and  removed  to  Rose  Town- 
ship, where  he  developed  a good  farm  and  where 
he  passed  the  residue  of  his  life,  his  widow 


having  been  a resident  of  Findlay,  this  state, 
at  the  time  of  her  death,  and  their  children  hav- 
ing been  twelve  in  number:  Adam,  David,  Cyn- 
thia, Mary,  Daniel,  Solomon,  Elida,  Rebecca, 
Margaret,  Nicholas,  Harriet  and  Jonathan,  the 
last  named  having  entered  the  ministry  of  the 
United  Brethren  Church,  in  which  he  was 
finally  elevated  to  the  position  of  bishop. 

George  and  Elida  (Scott)  Klotz  became  the 
parents  of  four  children : George  Herman  mar- 
ried Corinne  Clark  and  they  became  the  parents 
of  three  children,  Isabel  Blanche,  Margaret  El- 
len and  Mary  Lois.  George  H.  Klotz  is  a 
clergyman  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
and  at  the  time  of  this  writing  holds  a pastoral 
charge  at  Canal  Fulton,  Ohio.  Blanche  is  the 
wife  of  Frank  Mick,  of  Minerva,  Ohio,  and  they 
have  two  children,  Albert  and  Bessie,  the  latter 
being  the  wife  of  Arthur  Leyda,  of  Malvern, 
and  their  three  children  being  Frank,  Gertrude 
and  Betty.  Lee  D.  S.  Klotz,  immediate  subject 
of  this  review,  was  the  next  in  order  of  birth, 
and  Harry  died  In  infancy.  Albert  Mick,  son 
of  Frank  and  Blanche  (Klotz)  Mick,  was  one 
of  Ohio’s  gallant  young  soldiers  in  the  World 
war.  He  left  home  April  29,  1918,  and  in  the 
following  month  crossed  the  Atlantic  and  be- 
came a member  of  the  American  Expeditionary 
Forces  in  France,  where  he  served  as  head 
bugler  In  a regiment  of  heavy  artillery.  He 
remained  abroad  for  some  time  after  the  sign- 
ing of  the  armistice  and  returned  home  on  the 
5th  of  June,  1919. 

Lee  Dell  Scott  Klotz  continued  his  studies  in 
the  public  schools  of  Malvern  until  he  had  com- 
pleted the  curriculum  of  the  high  school,  and 
thereafter  he  taught  thirteen  winter  terms  in 
the  district  schools  with  marked  success.  In 
the  meanwhile  he  completed  a course  in  civil 
engineering  through  the  medium  of  a leading 
correspondence  school,  and  thereafter  he  en- 
tered the  service  of  the  Whittaker  Fireproofing 
Company  at  Malvern,  an  important  industrial 
corporation  now  known  as  the  Whittaker-Greer 
Fireproofing  Company,  and  he  is  now  the  vigor- 
ous and  efficient  superintendent  of  the  large 
and  modern  manufacturing  plant  of  this  com- 
pany, in  connection  with  which  he  has  shown 
marked  technical  and  executive  ability,  as  his 
official  position  and  preferment  clearly  indicate. 
For  two  years  he  was  associated  in  the  opera- 
tion of  a planing  mill  at  Malvern,  under  the 
firm  name  of  Buell  & Klotz,  and  he  finally  sold 
his  interest  in  the  business  to  his  partner.  In 
politics  he  is  found  aligned  as  a loyal  democrat, 
and  he  served  seven  years  as  mayor  of  Malvern, 
in  which  municipal  office  he  gave  a most  re- 
sourceful and  progressive  administration.  His 
civic  loyalty  has  further  been  exemplified  in 
his  service  as  a member  of  the  municipal  water 
board  and  member  of  the  board  of  education,  the 
while  he  is  essentially  one  of  the  most  popu- 
lar citizens  and  business  men  of  his  native  vil- 
lage, where  he  owns  a beautiful,  modem  resi- 
dence on  Main  Street,  this  attractive  home  hav- 
ing been  erected  by  him  In  1907.  Both  he  and 
his  wife  are  members  of  the  Lutheran  Church. 

On  the  24th  of  December,  1900,  was  solemn- 
ized the  marriage  of  Mr.  Klotz  to  Miss  Verda 
Olive  Hemming,  who  was  bora  in  Augusta 
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Township,  Carroll  County,  on  the  20th  of  Oc- 
tober, 1878,  a daughter  of  George  and  Mary 
(Harsh)  Hemming.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Klotz  have 
three  sons:  George  Chester,  who  was  born 

January  13,  1904,  is  a member  of  the  class  of 
1923  in  the  Malvern  High  School ; Forrest  Hen- 
ning, who  was  born  December  10,  1905,  is  a 
member  of  the  class  of  1924  In  the  local  high 
school;  and  Lee  Dell  Scott,  Jr.,  was  born  Feb- 
ruary 28,  1918. 

George  W.  Hemming,  father  of  Mrs.  Klotz, 
was  born  In  Harrison  Township,  Carroll  County, 
September  8,  1844,  a son  of  Richard  and  Lydia 
(Harsh)  Hemming,  both  natives  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, where  the  former  was  born  in  Washing- 
ton County,  March  18,  1823,  he  having  been 
about  eight  years  of  age  at  the  time  when  his 
parents  came  to  what  is  now  Carroll  County, 
Ohio,  in  1830,  and  settled  in  Harrison  Town- 
ship. Richard  Hemming  was  a son  of  Richard 
and  Eleanor  (Leggett)  Hemming,  the  former 
having  been  born  in  the  State  of  Maryland  in 
1787,  a son  of  William  and  Sisson  (Stephens) 
Hemming,  whose  marriage  was  there  solemn- 
ized, the  father  having  been  a native  of  Eng- 
land and  having  become  a resident  of  Wash- 
ington County,  Pennsylvania,  in  1796.  There 
he  remained  until  1830,  when  he  became  one 
of  the  pioneers  of  Carroll  County.  Ohio,  where 
he  and  his  wife  passed  the  remainder  of  their 
lives.  Richard  Hemming  developed  one  of  the 
excellent  farms  of  Harrison  Township,  and 
there  he  died  March  23,  1859,  his  widow  passing 
away  February  25,  1849,  and  both  having  been 
earnest  members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  the  while  his  political  support  was 
given  to  the  democratic  party.  Their  children 
were  Mary,  William,  Eleanor.  Richard,  Jr.,  and 
Jesse.  Richard  Hemming,  Jr.,  grandfather  of 
Mrs.  Klotz,  was  a boy  at  the  time  of  the  family 
removal  to  Carroll  County,  and  he  continued 
to  reside  on  the  old  homestead  farm,  of  which 
he  became  the  owner,  until  his  death,  both  he 
and  his  wife  having  been  of  venerable  years 
when  they  passed  to  eternal  rest  and  both  hav- 
ing been  earnest  communicants  of  the  Lutheran 
Church.  Their  marriage  was  recorded  March 
4,  1844,  and  they  became  the  parents  of  nine 
children — George  W.,  Sarah  E„  Elias  R.,  Enoch 
N.,  Abraham  H.,  Daniel  W.,  Mary  C.,  Clara  M. 
and  Julia  A.  Mrs.  Hemming  was  a daughter 
of  Elias  and  Sarah  (Summers)  Harsh,  who 
were  early  settlers  in  Harrison  Township, 
where  they  remained  until  their  deaths. 

George  W.  Hemming  passed  the  period  of  his 
childhood  and  youth  on  the  old  home  farm,  a 
part  of  the  large  tract  that  had  been  obtained 
by  his  grandfather  in  the  early  days,  and  his 
educational  advantages  were  those  of  the 
schools  in  Harrison  Township.  He  became  not 
only  a successful  farmer  but  also  prominently 
identified  with  lumbering  operations,  as  the 
owner  of  a saw  mill.  He  gave  his  attention  to 
the  latter  enterprise  for  fifteen  years  and  for 
twenty-five  years  operated  a threshing  machine. 
In  1S88  he  engaged  in  the  hardware  business 
at  Carrollton  in  company  with  his  brother 
Enoch,  but  in  1890  he  sold  his  interest  in  this 
business  and  resumed  the  operation  of  a saw 
mill.  He  passed  one  summer  in  the  State  of 


Kansas  and  after  his  return  to  Carroll  County 
was  for  three  years  engaged  in  brick  manu- 
facturing at  Carrollton.  For  the  next  two  years 
he  operated  a saw  mill,  and  he  then  engaged  in 
the  hardware  business  at  Malvern,  where  he 
also  bought  and  sold  feed.  Later  he  was  asso- 
ciated with  F.  E.  Hoffee  in  the  general  mer- 
chandise business  at  Malvern,  under  the  firm 
name  of  Hoffee,  Hemming  & Son,  and  he  and 
Mr.  Hoffee  erected  the  three-story  brick  build- 
ing now  containing  the  leading  bank  of  Malvern 
and  also  a clothing  and  shoe  store.  In  1910 
Mr.  Hemming  sold  his  interest  in  the  business 
and  property  at  Malvern  and  for  two  years 
thereafter  he  was  superintendent  of  the  Rich- 
ards Lumber  Company  in  Upshur  County,  West 
Virginia.  Later  he  became  a successful  real- 
estate  dealer  at  Canton,  Ohio,  and  since  1918 
has  lived  virtually  retired  at  Malvern.  He  is 
a democrat  in  politics  and  he  and  his  wife  are 
communicants  of  the  Lutheran  Church. 

October  10,  1866,  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Hemming  to  Miss  Mary  E.  Harsh,  who  was 
born  in  Augusta  Township,  Carroll  County, 
January  28,  1849,  a daughter  of  Abraham  and 
Phoebe  (Cook)  Harsh,  the  former  of  whom  was 
born  in  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania,  Feb- 
ruary 23,  1815,  and  the  latter  of  whom  was 
bom  March  10,  1823.  Abraham  Harsh  was  a 
boy  at  the  time  of  the  family  removal  to  Carroll 
County,  and  here  he  passed  the  remainder  of 
his  life.  George  W.  and  Mary  E.  Hemming 
became  the  parents  of  four  children:  Lillian  is 
the  wife  of  Charles  Tellett,  and  they  have  one 
son,  Shelby;  Verda  is  the  wife  of  Lee  D.  S. 
Klotz,  the  immediate  subject  of  this  sketch; 
Eva  is  the  w ife  of  Eli  Elder,  of  Carroll  County, 
and  they  have  twro  children — Richard  and  Mary 
Elizabeth.  Richard  Perry,  the  second  and  only 
son,  is  now  engaged  in  the  real-estate  business 
at  Carrollton.  He  married  Rose  Downs,  of  Rose 
township,  and  they  have  three  children — Vivian, 
Gwendolyn  and  Mary  Ellen. 

John  C.  Patton.  The  Patton  family  is  one 
of  the  old  ones  of  Harrison  County,  dating  back 
as  it  does  in  this  neighborhood  to  August,  1817, 
when  the  farm  now  owned  by  John  C.  Patton 
of  Itumley  Township  was  entered  from  the  Gov- 
ernment by  his  grandfather,  Joseph  Patton,  a 
native  of  Pennsylvania,  who  came  to  Harrison 
County  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  land.  Hav- 
ing entered  his  farm,  he  began  to  develop  it 
and  lived  on  it  the  remainder  of  his  life.  His 
wife,  Sarah  (Burns)  Patton,  was  also  born  in 
Pennsylvania,  and  they  had  the  following  chil- 
dren : Margaret,  Sarah,  Anna,  Mary,  Cynthia, 
John,  Joseph,  McKinney,  James  and  David. 
They  were  all  Presbyterians. 

On  the  maternal  side  John  C.  Patton  belongs 
to  the  Rutan  family,  as  his  mother  was  Sarah 
A.  Rutan.  She  was  born  in  Louden  Township, 
Carroll  County,  Ohio,  a daughter  of  Daniel  and 
Margaret  (Carr)  Rutan,  and  a granddaughter 
of  Peter  Rutan  and  his  wife,  Elizabeth  (McAl- 
rath)  Rutan,  whose  children  were:  Joel,  John, 
David,  Alexander,  Daniel  and  Isabel.  Of  these 
children  Daniel  Rutan  was  the  father  of  Mrs. 
Patton,  and*  both  he  and  his  wife  were  born 
in  Ireland,  but  he  traced  his  ancestry  back 
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to  France,  from  which  his  people  were  driven 
at  the  time  of  the  terrible  persecutions  of  the 
Huguenots.  For  many  years  Daniel  Rutan  was 
engaged  in  farming  in  Louden  Township,  Car- 
roll  County,  Ohio.  During  the  war  between  the 
states  his  house  was  one  of  the  stations  of  the 
“Underground  Railroad,”  as  he  was  an  ardent 
abolitionist. 

David  Patton  spent  his  entire  life  on  his  farm 
of  ISO  acres,  where  he  was  born  in  September, 
1S23.  and  where  he  died  in  1802.  His  widow 
survived  him  many  years,  not  passing  away 
until  in  April,  1918.  Their  children  were  as 
follows:  Margaret,  who  was  born  in  1856,  mar- 
ried Samuel  Thompson  and  died  in  1887,  leaving 
two  children,  David  P.  and  Forrest  Scott;  Sam- 
uel R.,  who  was  bom  in  October,  1857,  married 
Laura  Finicum,  and  has  two  children,  Jesse 
Raymond  and  Samuel  Willard;  and  John  C., 
who  was  born  on  his  present  farm  July  15,  1865. 
Both  David  Patton  and  his  wife  were  members 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

John  C.  Patton  was  educated  in  the  district 
schools  of  Rumley  Township,  and  while  he  was 
receiving  his  scholarship  training  he  was  also 
learning  how  to  conduct  the  farm  which  he 
now  owns.  Here  he  lived  until  the  spring  of 
1900,  when  he  moved  to  Jewett  and  made  it  his 
home  until  April,  1907,  when  he  returned  to  the 
farm.  For  a year  while  living  at  Jewett  he 
was  engaged  in  conducting  a mill.  His  farm 
now  comprises  202  acres  of  very  valuable  land, 
and  he  is  carrying  on  a general  farming  and 
stock-raising  business  on  it,  and  is  making  a 
great  success  of  his  undertaking,  for  he  is  a 
practical  agriculturalist  and  knows  how  to 
make  his  efforts  count  for  much.  In  1896  he 
was  elected  one  of  the  commissioners  of  Har- 
rison County,  and  held  the  office  until  1903, 
discharging  its  obligations  faithfully  and  well. 

In  April,  1892,  Mr.  Patton  was  united  in  mar- 
riage with  Mary  Jones,  a daughter  of  John  and 
Sarah  (Naylor)  Jones,  of  Wayne  Township, 
Jefferson  County,  Ohio.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Patton 
became  the  parents  of  the  following  children : 
Orna,  who  graduated  from  the  Jewett  High 
School  and  the  Ohio  University  at  Athens, 
Ohio;  and  George  O.,  who  is  a graduate  of 
the  Scio,  Ohio,  High  School. 

The  Patton  homestead  has  not  only  been  in 
the  possession  of  the  Pattons  since  1817,  but 
there  has  never  been  any  incumbrance  upon 
It.  and  each  owner  has  done  his  part  to  in- 
crease its  value,  so  that  it  is  now  admittedly 
one  of  the  best  rural  properties  In  this  part 
of  the  state.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Patton  are  very 
well  known  and  universally  liked,  and  they  and 
their  children  are  numbered  among  the  valued 
members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  at  Jewett. 

William  L.  Finicum,  who  is  engaged  in  a 
mercantile  business  at  New  Rumley,  is  one  of 
the  substantial  men  of  Harrison  County,  and 
l>elongs  to  one  of  its  old-established  families.  He 
was  born  in  Rumley  Township  June  25,  1847, 
a son  of  Nicholas  P.  T.  and  Margaret  (Leas) 
Finicum,  and  grandson  of  William  Finicum, 
who  was  a native  of  England. 

Many  years  ago  William  Finicum  came  with 
his  wife,  Avis,  and  their  four  children  to  the 


United  States  and  first  located  in  Pennsylvania, 
but  later  moved  to  Jefferson  County,  Ohio, 
where  he  lived  until  the  close  of  his  life.  The 
children  of  William  Finicum  were  as  follows: 
David,  Thomas.  William.  Mark,  Nicholas  P.  T. 
and  several  daughters  whose  names  are  not 
known. 

Nicholas  P.  T.  Finicum  was  bom  at  Amster- 
dam, Ohio,  and  his  wife  was  born  in  Jefferson 
County,  Ohio,  a daughter  of  Jacob  and  Eliza- 
beth (Zimmerman)  Leas.  Jacob  Leas  was  bora 
in  Germany,  from  whence  he  came  to  the  United 
States  in  1810  and  located  on  a farm  in  Jeffer- 
son County,  Ohio,  which  property  is  now  owned 
by  a grandson.  Jacob  Leas  has  the  following 
children : Leonard,  Jacob,  William,  Eliza,  Maria, 
Sophia  and  Margaret.  The  Leas  family  all  be- 
longed to  the  German  Lutheran  Church,  but 
later  on  In  life  some  of  the  children  affiliated 
with  the  Presbyterian  denomination. 

In  1838  Nicholas  P.  T.  Finicum  came  to  Rum- 
ley Township,  and  this  date  marks  the  founding 
of  the  family  in  Harrison  County.  He  located 
on  the  farm  now  owned  by  C.  Gotshall,  and  it 
continued  to  be  his  home  until  his  death  in 
1881.  His  wife  passed  away  in  1876.  The  chil- 
dren of  Nicholas  P.  T.  Finicum  were  as  follows: 
Eliza,  William  L .,  Jacob  and  Erzilla.  Both  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Finicum  were  steadfast  in  their  sup- 
port of  the  faith  of  the  Lutheran  Church  and 
were  members  of  it  for  many  years. 

William  L.  Finicum  made  the  best  of  the  ad- 
vantages afforded  him  by  the  schools  of  his 
district,  and  laid  the  foundation  of  a practical 
education.  He  continued  to  work  on  the  home- 
stead until  he  was  twenty-five  years  old,  and  at 
that  time  went  to  West  Virginia  and  spent 
eighteen  months  there.  Returning  to  New  Rum- 
ley Township  after  his  trip  he  went  into  the 
mercantile  business,  and  has  conducted  a gen- 
eral store  at  this  point  ever  since,  building  up 
during  the  Intervening  years  a dependable  trade 
in  the  surrounding  country.  He  has  a small 
farm  near  New  Rumley,  and  is  interested  in 
operating  it  in  addition  to  caring  for  his  store. 

In  1869  Mr.  Finicum  was  united  in  marriage 
with  Margaret  Shambaugh,  a daughter  of  Philip 
Shambaugh,  and  they  have  the  following  chil- 
dren: Samuel  K.,  who  married  Hattie  Ott  and 
lives  at  Canton.  Ohio;  Edward  W.,  who  married 
Della  Arbaugh,  has  two  children,  Mildred  May 
and  Mary  Margaret,  is  in  business  with  his 
father  and  for  the  past  ten  years  has  been 
postmaster  of  New  Rumley;  Clarence  L„  who 
married  Edith  Ricliley,  has  one  child,  William 
L„  and  lives  at  Sew  I ek  ley.  Pennsylvania ; and 
Harry  P.,  who  married  Philus  Crawford,  lives 
at  Indiana,  Pennsylvania.  The  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church  of  New  Rumley  holds  the  mem- 
bership of  both  Mr.  Finicum  and  his  wife,  and 
he  has  served  it  for  a number  of  years  as  one 
of  Its  trustees.  Mr.  Finicum  is  a Mason  and 
belongs  to  the  Blue  I^odge  of  Scio,  Ohio.  Aside 
from  holding  the  office  of  trustee  of  Rumley 
Township  he  has  not  entered  public  life,  but 
he  is  regarded  as  an  authority  upon  many  sub- 
jects and  those  appreciating  his  good  common 
sense  and  mature  Judgment  often  go  to  him 
for  advice  and  seldom  regret  taking  it,  for  his 
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ideas  are  excellent  ones,  and  he  knows  human 
nature  and  the  motives  which  actuate  men. 

David  T.  Babbicklow  may  well  take  satisfac- 
tion in  the  fact  that  in  Cadiz  Township,  Harri- 
son County,  he  is  well  upholding  the  industrial 
and  civic  prestige  of  a name  which  has  here 
been  prominently  identified  with  farm  enter- 
prise for  many  years,  both  his  father  and  his 
uncle,  Henry  Barricklow,  having  been  numbered 
among  the  leading  exponents  of  farm  industry 
in  this  township,  and  the  present  finely  im- 
proved farm  of  the  subject  of  this  review  having 
been  bequeathed  to  him  by  the  uncle  just  men- 
tioned. 

David  T.  Barricklow  was  born  on  his  father’s 
old  homestead  farm  in  Cadiz  Township  Janu- 
ary 19,  1879,  and  is  a son  of  John  D.  and  Mary 
(Dunlap)  Barricklow.  John  D.  Barricklow 
continued  to  give  his  personal  supervision  to 
his  farm  until  1906,  when  he  removed  from 
the  place  to  the  village  of  Flushing,  Belmont 
County,  where  he  and  his  wife  have  an  attrac- 
tive home.  He  still  retains  ownership  of  his 
farm  and  takes  pride  in  keeping  it  up  to  the 
best  modern  standard  in  all  departments. 

John  D.  Barricklow  was  born  in  Fayette 
County,  Pennsylvania,  November  6,  1828,  a son 
of  Frederick  and  Nancy  (Dugan)  Barricklow, 
whose  marriage  was  solemnized  in  1826,  the 
latter  having  been  a daughter  of  John  and 
Catherine  (McClelland)  Dugan.  Frederick 
Barricklow  was  born  in  New  Jersey,  a son  of 
Henry  Barricklow,  and  the  genealogy  of  the 
family  is  traced  back  to  Holland  origin.  As  a 
young  man  Frederick  Barricklow  removed  to 
Pennsylvania,  where  his  marriage  occurred,  and 
thereafter  he  resided  in  Fayette  County,  that 
state,  until  1832,  when  he  came  with  his  family 
to  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  where  he  purchased 
the  farm  later  owned  and  occupied  by  his  son 
John  D.  Frederick  Barricklow  here  died  in 

1858,  at  the  age  of  sixty-three  years,  and  his 
widow  survived  him  many  years,  her  death  hav- 
ing occurred  October  17,  1881,  when  she  was 
eighty-one  years  of  age.  They  became  the  par- 
ents of  five  children — John  D.,  Henry,  Alex- 
ander, Margaret  A.  and  George  W. 

John  D.  Barricklow  was  reared  to  manhood 
on  the  old  home  farm,  where  he  remained  until 

1859,  when  he  made  an  extended  tour  through 
various  western  states.  In  1863  he  returned  to 
Cadiz  Township  and  resumed  his  active  associa- 
tion with  farm  industry.  Soon  after  his  return 
he  here  married  Miss  Mary  Dunlap,  daughter 
of  Adam  and  Mary  (Thompson)  Dunlap,  and 
for  ten  years  thereafter  he  was  engaged  in 
farming  in  Athens  Township.  In  1871  he  re- 
moved to  his  father’s  old  home  farm  in  Cadiz 
Township,  and  he  added  gradually  to  his  hold- 
ings until  at  the  present  time  his  broad  acres 
number  800,  much  of  which  is  good  coal  land. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Barricklow  are  zealous  members 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  his  political 
allegiance  is  given  to  the  democratic  party. 
John  D.  and  Mary  Barricklow  became  the  par- 
ents of  nine  children:  Nancy  Ellen  (Mrs.  John 
Ross),  John  A.,  Maggie  A.,  Martha  E.  (de- 
ceased), Frederick  H.,  Carrie  G.,  David  T., 
Mary  E.  and  Frank  J. 


David  T.  Barricklow  was  reared  and  edu- 
cated in  Cadiz  Township,  and  from  his  youth 
has  been  closely  associated  with  farm  industry 
in  his  native  county.  His  fine  farm  of  182  acres 
lies  adjacent  to  that  of  the  county  infirmary, 
and  is  one  of  the  valuable  rural  estates  of  the 
county.  Hi 8 uncle  Henry,  to  whom  a tribute  Is 
given  in  following  paragraphs,  bequeathed  to 
him  this  fine  farm  and  was  eighty-six  years  of 
age  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

Mr.  Barricklow  has  travrfed  about  the  coun- 
try extensively,  visiting  different  states,  and 
while  in  Minnesota  he  purchased  land  in  the 
Red  River  Valley,  which  he  still  owns.  In  1907 
he  was  married  to  Pearl  Lofton,  and  to  them 
was  born  one  son,  John  D.,  who  was  born  Jan- 
uary 19,  1908.  He  resides  with  his  father  and 
attends  the  Cadiz  schools.  Mr.  Barricklow  has 
prospered  in  his  business  and  is  now  one  of  the 
substantial  men  and  taxpayers  of  the  county. 
Besides  his  inheritance  from  his  uncle,  Henry 
Barricklow,  he  has  accumulated  considerable 
means  and  he  has  invested  in  high-class  se- 
curities. 

Henry  Barricklow  was  born  in  Fayette 
County,  Pennsylvania,  in  1829,  and  was  one  of 
the  honored  pioneer  citizens  of  Harrison  Coun- 
ty, Ohio,  at  the  time  of  his  death.  He  was  a 
child  of  about  three  years  at  the  time  of  the 
family  removal  from  Pennsylvania  to  Harrison 
County,  and  here  he  was  reared  to  manhood  on 
the  pioneer  farm  of  his  father  in  Cadiz  Town- 
ship. In  1871  he  settled  on  the  farm  now  owned 
by  his  nephew,  David  T.,  where  he  made  many 
improvements  and  where  he  continued  to  reside 
until  his  death.  He  was  a man  of  ability  and 
sterling  character,  and  ever  commanded  the 
high  regard  of  all  who  knew  him.  His  political 
faith  was  that  of  the  democratic  party,  and 
he  and  his  wife  held  membership  in  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church.  In  October,  1878,  Mr. 
Barricklow  married  Miss  Mary  Henderson,  of 
Jefferson  County,  but  no  children  were  born  of 
this  union.  Mrs.  Barricklow  died  January  20, 
1912.  They  had  a deep  affection  for  their 
nephew  and  heir,  which  affection  was  fully 
reciprocated. 

Samuel  K.  McLaughlin  was  for  many  years 
actively  identified  with  agricultural  enterprise 
and  the  raising  of  live  stock  in  Harrison 
County,  where  he  improved  one  of  the  finest 
farms  in  Short  Creek  Township.  He  remained 
on  this  model  rural  estate  until  1899,  when  he 
removed  to  Cadiz,  where  he  now  holds  prece- 
dence as  one  of  the  buyers  and  shippers  of 
wool  in  this  section  of  his  native  state,  the 
family  name  having  been  identified  with  Ohio 
history  for  more  than  a century. 

John  McLaughlin,  grandfather  of  him  whose 
name  introduces  this  review,  came  to  Ohio  in 
1801,  and  in  the  following  year  he  established 
the  family  home  in  Jefferson  County.  He  had 
previously  gained  more  than  a usual  amount 
of  frontier  experience,  as  he  had  served  the 
Government  as  an  Indian  spy  through  the  wild 
country  between  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania,  and 
Wheeling,  West  Virginia.  He  purchased  a tract 
of  heavily  timbered  land  in  the  midst  of  the 
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foreBt  wilds  of  Jefferson  County,  and  there  in- 
stituted the  reclamation  and  development  of  a 
pioneer  farm,  the  land  having  been  originally 
secured  by  his  brother-in-law,  John  Johnson,  at 
the  rate  of  twelve  and  one-half  cents  an  acre. 
Of  this  resourceful  pioneer  an  interesting  rec- 
ord has  been  previously  published,  and  from 
the  same  is  reproduced  the  following  data, 
which  is  well  worthy  of  perpetuation:  “John 
McLaughlin  was  a man  of  more  than  ordinary 
attainments  for  those  days,  and  soon  after  com- 
ing to  Ohio  he  was  elected  a member  of  its 
Legislature,  in  which  he  served  five  years  as 
a member  of  the  House  of  Representatives.  He 
was  then  elected  to  the  State  Senate,  in  which 
he  served  twelve  years.  In  the  Senate  he  was 
intimately  associated  with  Gen.  William  Henry 
Harrison,  John  C.  Wright  and  Charles  Ham- 
mond. The  sessions  were  first  held  at  Zanes- 
ville, later  at  Chillicothe  and  finally  at  Colum- 
bus, which  was  made  the  permanent  capital 
of  the  commonwealth.,  Mr.  McLaughlin  was  a 
member  of  the  ‘call  session*  of  the  Legislature 
in  1832  to  settle  the  dispute  relative  to  the 
boundary  line  between  Ohio  and  Michigan.  He 
was  the  founder  of  Adena,  Jefferson  County, 
securing  the  postofflce  for  that  place  and  giving 
the  village  its  name.  At  the  time  of  his  death 
he  was  an  elder  in  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  and  a member  of  the  session  of  Piney 
Fork.  He  was  for  many  years  a justice  of  the 
peace,  and,  beyond  all  doubt,  was  during  his 
active  career  the  most  prominent  and  influential 
man  in  his  district.  He  was  born  in  Washing- 
ton County,  Pennsylvania,  November  4,  1774, 
and  died  November  10,  1860,  in  his  eighty- 
seventh  year.  About  1799  he  married  Miss 
Annie  Johnson,  who  died  June  6,  1849.  Their 
children  were  thirteen  in  number.” 

James  McLaughlin,  son  of  John  and  father 
of  Samuel  K.,  of  this  review,  was  born  on  the 
pioneer  homestead  near  Adena,  Jefferson 
County,  and  was  the  second  son  in  the  large 
family  of  children,  of  whom  four  sons  and  five 
daughters  attained  to  years  of  maturity.  Edu- 
cational advantages  in  his  youth  were  limited 
in  this  section  of  Ohio,  but  by  self-application 
he  became  a man  of  broad  information  and 
mature  judgments.  He  was  a staunch  abolition- 
ist in  the  climacteric  period  leading  up  to  the 
Civil  war  and  united  with  the  republican  party 
at  the  time  of  its  organization,  his  previous 
alignment  having  been  with  the  whig  party. 
He  and  his  wife  were  zealous  members  of  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church  at  Piney  Fork,  and 
on  one  occasion  he  represented  his  church  as 
a delegate  to  the  General  Assembly  of  the  de- 
nomination in  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  He 
served  long  and  effectively  as  an  elder  of  the 
church,  was  a leader  in  movements  tending  to 
advance  the  material  and  civic  welfare  of  the 
community  and  was  specially  influential  in  de- 
veloping an  effective  public-school  system  at 
Adena.  He  married  Miss  Sarah  J.  Kerr,  who 
was  bom  and  reared  in  Harrison  County,  the 
eldest  daughter  of  Samuel  and, Annie  (Smith) 
Kerr,  and  of  the  nine  children  of  this  union 
one  died  in  Infancy;  William  B.  was  a resident 
of  Adena,  Jefferson  County,  at  the  time  of  his 
death ; Ann  E.  became  the  wife  of  Lewis  Bern- 


hard, of  Harrison  County;  Mary  E.  married 
William  Courtright,  of  Harrison  County;  Nancy 
J.  became  the  wife  of  Joseph  C.  McNary,  of 
Unionport,  Jefferson  County;  Samuel  K.,  imme- 
diate subject  of  this  sketch,  was  the  next  in 
order  of  birth;  Sarah  M.  married  Rev.  Hugh 
W.  Parks,  of  Harrison  County;  Joseph  S.,  of 
Adena,  Ohio,  is  now  deceased;  Mary  Emma 
married  Robert  G.  Dean,  and  they  established 
their  home  at  Omaha,  Nebraska.  She  is  now 
a widow,  residing  at  Seattle,  Washington,  and 
the  mother  of  two  sons  and  two  daughters  liv- 
ing. James  McLaughlin  died  August  26,  1865, 
in  his  fifty-second  year,  and  his  widow,  surviv- 
ing him  by  many  years,  continued  to  reside  at 
the  old  home  in  Jefferson  County  until  her 
death,  at  the  venerable  age  of  seventy-two 
years. 

Samuel  K.  McLaughlin  was  bora  at  Adena, 
Jefferson  County,  September  12,  1846,  and  was 
there  reared  to  adult  age.  There  he  received 
the  advantages  of  the  common  schools  of  the 
period,  and  at  the  age  of  eighteen  years  entered 
the  MoNeely  Normal  College  at  Hopedale,  Har- 
rison County,  where  he  continued  his  studies 
until  the  death  of  his  father  made  it  necessary 
for  him  to  return  to  the  old  home  and  assist 
his  widowed  mother  in  the  management  of  the 
farm.  While  applying  himself  vigorously  to 
farm  work  during  the  summer  seasons  he  made 
an  admirable  record  as  a successful  and  popu- 
lar teacher  in  the  public  schools  in  the  winter 
season  after  having  passed  the  examination 
which  entitled  him  to  a teacher’s  certificate  of 
the  first  class. 

May  22,  1872,  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
McLaughlin  to  Miss  Mary  Belle  Snider,  who 
was  born  and  reared  in  Green  Township,  Har- 
rison County,  a daughter  of  Samuel  and 
Hannah  Snider,  and  soon  after  their  marriage 
the  young  couple  established  their  home  on  the 
old  Hurford  homestead  in  Short  Creek  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County.  In  the  following  year 
they  removed  to  Adena,  Jefferson  County,  the 
old  home  of  Mr.  McLaughlin,  who  resumed  his 
educational  service  as  a teacher  in  the  village 
schools  and  who  also  erected  in  the  meanwhile 
the  best  residence  in  the  town.  In  1875  they 
returned  to  Harrison  County  and  established 
their  home  on  the  fine  farm  of  230  acres  which 
was  to  continue  as  their  abiding  place  for 
many  years.  In  1888  Mr.  McLaughlin  erected 
on  his  farm  one  of  the  most  commodious  and 
modern  farm  houses  in  Short  Creek  Township. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  McLaughlin  were  members  of  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church  until  they  took  up 
their  residence  in  Cadiz,  since  which  time  they 
have  been  members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 
They  became  the  parents  of  four  children: 
Charles  Johnson,  John  Orfin,  Hannah  Lucretia 
and  Samuel  Parks,  all  of  whom  are  deceased 
except  Robert  Parks,  the  youngest,  who  is  now 
Government  postoffice  inspector  at  Waterloo, 
Iowa.  He  married  Margaret  Mcllvaine,  the 
daughter  of  Judge  Walter  G.  Shotwell,  of  Cadiz. 
They  are  the  parents  of  four  daughters,  Nancy 
Shotwell,  Margaret  Mcllvaine,  Mary  Elizabeth 
and  Ann. 

Mr.  McLaughlin  has  never  wavered  in  loyal 
allegiance  to  the  republican  party  and  has  been 
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Influential  in  its  council  and  campaign  ac 
tivities  in  Harrison  County.  He  gave  effective 
service  as  trustee  of  Short  Creek  Township  and 
later  represented  Harrison  and  Carroll  counties 
in  the  State  Legislature  for  two  terms,  with  a 
record  that  fully  Justified  his  election  to  this 
office.  Mr.  McLaughlin  made  his  farm  one  of 
the  best  improved  and  most  valuable  in  Short 
Creek  Township,  and  he  still  owns  the  property, 
though  he  has  maintained  his  home  at  Cadiz 
since  1899  and  is  here  actively  and  successfully 
engaged  in  the  buying  and  shipping  of  wool,  ns 
one  of  the  leading  representatives  of  this  line 
of  business  in  Harrison  County.  A man  of 
genial  sincerity  and  sterling  character,  his  circle 
of  friends  Is  virtually  coincident  with  that  of 
his  acquaintances,  and  though  he  has  passed  the 
span  of  three  score  years  and  ten  he  Is  still 
hale  and  vigorous  and  takes  satisfaction  in  his 
business  activities. 

Hokes  Clyde  Williams.  The  editor  of  a 
newspaper  in  one  of  the  smaller  cities  of  the 
country  comes  in  much  more  intimate  touch 
with  his  public  than  does  his  fellow  craftsman 
on  one  of  the  metropolitan  dallies.  Not  only 
does  the  former  know  practically  all  of  his 
readers  personally,  but  he  is  acquainted  with 
the  history  of  his  region  and  understands  its 
needs  so  that  he  is  able  to  give  an  intelligent 
and  satisfactory  support  to  its  public-spirited 
measures  and  wage  a relentless  fight  against 
those  which,  because  of  this  very  knowledge, 
he  realizes  will  not  be  productive  of  lasting 
benefits.  One  of  the  men  who  is  looked  up  to 
as  one  of  the  moulders  of  public  opinion  In 
Harrison  County,  is  Homer  Clyde  Williams, 
editor  of  the  Freeport  Press,  and  one  of  the 
ablest  journalists  of  this  part  of  the  state. 

Homer  Clyde  Williams  was  born  In  Harrison 
County,  Ohio,  February  22,  1876,  a son  of  Rev. 
Lyman  B.  Williams,  who  was  editor  of  the 
Freeport  Press  until  March,  1917,  since  which 
time  he  has  been  retired  from  all  active  busi- 
ness. H.  C.  Williams  is  a grandson  of  Elam 
and  Elizabeth  S.  (McKitrick)  Williams.  Rev. 
Lyman  B.  Williams,  a minister  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  and  an  eloquent  and  able  di- 
vine, has  had  the  following  children  born  to 
him : Hamilton  Bertel,  who  married  Olive 

Tewell,  who  bore  him  a son,  Thomas,  and  he 
followed  his  father’s  example,  entering  the  min- 
istry, but  Is  a Presbyterian  minister,  and  Is 
also  a writer  of  marked  ability;  Homer  Clyde, 
whose  name  heads  this  review;  Everett,  who 
was  born  March  5,  1879,  died  July  19,  1882; 
and  Martha  Edith,  who  married  William  A. 
Pettay  and  has  four  children,  Jean  Alton,  Sarah 
Martha,  William  Lyman  and  Homer  Buell. 
Mrs.  Pettay  is  the  ydungest  of  the  family,  hav- 
ing been  born  February  9,  1892. 

Homer  Clyde  Williams  was  reared  in  his  na- 
tive county  and  attended  its  public  schools. 
Always  having  a taste  for  editorial  work,  he 
developed  it,  and  after  he  had  secured  a work- 
ing knowledge  of  his  calling  became  part  owner 
of  the  Freeport  Press,  of  which  he  Is  editor, 
and  he  and  his  partner  have  made  it  one  of 
the  live  journals  of  Carroll  and  Harrison 
counties. 


On  August  17,  1898,  Mr.  Williams  was  united 
In  marriage  with  Margaret  Derry,  and  they 
have  two  children,  namely:  Harry  Dean,  who 
was  born  September  3,  1899;  and  Mildred,  who 
was  born  September  3,  1903.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wil- 
liams are  numbered  among  the  social  leaders 
of  Freeport,  where  they  have  lived  for  so  long, 
and  their  pleasant  home  is  often  the  scene  of 
delightful  gatherings  of  their  many  friends. 

Geobge  O.  Fleming.  One  of  the  progressive 
general  farmers  and  breeders  of  Holstein 
cattle  and  improved  Chester-White  hogs,  who 
has  attained  to  well-deserved  distinction  in  these 
lines,  is  George  O.  Fleming,  of  Rumley  Town- 
ship, whose  well-cultivated  farm  contains  154 
acres  of  valuable  land. 

George  O.  Fleming  was  born  at  East  Spring- 
field,  Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  December  23,  1866, 
a son  of  Robert  and  Thryza  (Hamilton)  Flem- 
ing, and  grandson  of  James  Fleming.  James 
Fleming  was  born  in  Washington  County,  Penn- 
sylvania, while  his  wife,  Mary  Morland,  was 
bom  In  Maryland.  Coming  to  Jefferson  County, 
Ohio,  about  ninety  years  ago,  James  Fleming 
became  one  of  the  early  farmers  of  that  region 
and  a man  of  considerable  local  prominence, 
both  politically  and  in  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
of  which  he  and  his  wife  were  earnest  members. 
Their  children  were  as  follows:  Robert,  James 
Dempsey  and  Sarah  Ellen. 

Robert  Fleming  was  born  in  Island  Creek 
Township,  Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  and  his  wife, 
a native  of  the  same  county,  was  a daughter  of 
Dr.  George  D.  and  Mary  (Taylor)  Hamilton. 
Dr.  George  D.  Hamilton  was  one  of  the  early 
physicians  of  Jefferson  County.  He  and  his 
wife  had  the  following  family:  Thomas  T., 
Thryza,  Minnie,  Minerva,  Martha,  George, 
Emma  and  Joseph.  The  Hamiltons  were  also 
members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  while  the 
Taylors  were  Quakers. 

Until  1886  Robert  Fleming  continued  to  reside 
In  Jefferson  County,  but  in  that  year  came  to 
Harrison  County  and  bought  a farm  in  German 
Township,  where  he  was  engaged  In  agricul- 
tural pursuits  until  within  a few  years  of  his 
demise,  when  he  retired  and  moved  to  Jewett. 
He  died  at  the  home  of  his  son  Charles  at 
Marsha llville,  Wayne  County,  Ohio.  He  and 
his  wife  Md  the  following  children:  George  O., 
Emma,  Ada,  Charles  and  Laura.  Mrs.  Fleming 
was  a member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and 
was  a lady  of  fine  Christian  character. 

George  O.  Fleming  went  to  school  in  Jefferson 
and  Harrison  counties,  and  had  his  initial  ex- 
perience In  individual  farming  in  German 
Township.  In  1897  he  moved  to  his  present 
farm  in  Rumley  Township,  and  since  then  has 
improved  all  of  the  buildings  and  put  every- 
thing in  first-class  shape.  In  addition  to  breed- 
ing cattle  and  hogs  of  the  above  mentioned 
strains  he  also  breeds  some  Norman  horses,  and 
has  been  very  successful  with  his  experiments. 

In  1893  Mr.  Fleming  was  united  In  marriage 
with  Ellen  Johnson,  a daughter  of  Alexander 
and  Margaret  (Galbraith)  Johnson,  and  they 
have  two  children:  Thryza  and  George  Earl. 
Mrs.  Fleming  belongs  to  the  United  Presbyte- 
rian Church  of  German  Township,  while  Mr. 
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Fleming  is  a member  of  the  German  Reformed 
Church. 

Alexander  Johnson,  father  of  Mrs.  Fleming, 
was  born  in  German  Township,  Harrison 
County,  Ohio,  and  his  wife  was  born  in  Rumley 
Township  of  the  same  county,  a daughter  of 
Samuel  and  Isabel  (Galbraith)  Galbraith. 
Samuel  Galbraith  and  his  wife  were  both  born 
in  Ireland,  but  came  to  the  United  States  at 
an  early  day.  Their  children  were  as  follows: 
James,  Samuel,  William,  Jane,  Margaret,  Anna, 
Rebecca  and  an  unnamed  child.  The  family  all 
belonged  to  the  United  Presbyterian  Church. 

The  paternal  grandfather  of  Mrs.  Fleming, 
also  Alexander  Johnson,  was  born  in  Ireland, 
but  when  still  a young  man  he  came  to  the 
United  States  and  located  in  Pennsylvania,  near 
Pittsburgh.  He  was  married  to  Ellen  Brown, 
who  was  born  in  Maryland.  For  a time  after 
coming  to  this  country  the  elder  Alexander 
Johnson  was  occupied  in  rafting  timber  down 
the  river,  and  in  1800  he  and  several  compan- 
ions took  a load  of  flour  on  a raft  on  the  Ohio 
and  Mississippi  rivers  to  New  Orleans  from 
Pittsburgh.  Prices  were  so  low  in  those  days 
that  they  received  so  little  for  their  flour  that 
they  were  forced  to  make  their  way  back  to 
Pennsylvania  on  foot.  About  1814  Alexandei 
Johnson  came  to  German  Township,  Harrison 
County,  and,  buying  a farm,  lived  on  it  for  the 
rest  of  his  life,  dying  on  it  when  ninety-six 
years  and  six  months  old.  He  and  his  wife  had 
the  following  family  born  to  them : John,  Alex- 
ander, Andrew,  Nancy  and  Mary.  They,  too, 
were  all  members  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church. 

The  younger  Alexander  Johnson,  father  of 
Mrs.  Fleming,  was  reared  in  German  Township, 
and  for  many  years  was  one  of  the  substantial 
farmers  of  that  township,  but  during  the  later 
portion  of  his  life  he  moved  to  Rumley  Town- 
ship, and  there  he  died.  He  and  his  wife  had 
children  as  follows:  John  B.,  Samuel  G., 

Alexander  H.,  who  is  living  at  Columbus.  Ohio, 
where  he  is  engaged  in  the  practice  of  law; 
Ellen  Jane,  who  is  Mrs.  George  O.  Fleming;  and 
Isabel  Ann,  who  married  M.  H.  Finnicum. 
Mrs.  Johnson  belonged  to  the  United  Presby- 
terian Church,  and  Mr.  Johnson  attended  ser- 
vices with  her,  although  he  never  connected  him- 
self with  any  religious  organization. 

William  F.  Mull.  Having  spent  his  life  on 
his  present  farm,  which  is  also  his  birthplace, 
William  F.  Mull,  one  of  the  Intelligent  farmers 
of  Rumley  Township,  naturally  Is  interested  in 
the  neighborhood  and  feels  bound  to  it  by  ties 
of  unusual  strength.  He  is  acquainted  with  the 
history  of  the  county,  and  appreciates  the  value 
of  the  advance  which  has  been  made  by  it  in 
every  direction.  He  was  born  on  this  same 
farm  July  14,  1866,  a son  of  David  and  Rachel 
(Dotts)  Mull.  David  Mull  was  born  in  Wash- 
ington County,  Ohio,  while  his  wife  was  born 
in  Tuscarawas  County,  Ohio,  at  Stone  Creek,  a 
daughter  of  Thomas  and  Delilah  Dotts. 

Thomas  Dotts  was  an  old  school-teacher,  and 
was  also  a Justice  of  the  peace  and  married  a 
large  number  of  people.  In  addition  to  dis- 
charging the  duties  of  his  office  he  was  engaged 


in  farming,  operated  a water-power  grist-mill, 
but  later  on  in  life  went  to  Iowa,  and  was  there 
engaged  in  farming  until  the  close  of  his  life. 
The  children  of  Thomas  Dotts  were  as  follows: 
Rachel,  Julia,  Margaret,  Jennie,  Orpha,  Philip, 
William,  Thomas  and  Reason,  and  three  or  four 
others  who  died  when  small.  The  Dotts  family 
were  all  Lutherans. 

David  Mull  had  the  misfortune  to  lose  his 
father  when  he  was  only  a small  boy,  and  he 
was  bound  out  to  a slave  owner  of  Virginia. 
Because  of  the  harsh  treatment  he  received  he 
ran  away  from  his  master  and  came  back  to 
Ohio,  and  managed  to  find  something  to  do. 
Although  he  had  absolutely  no  schooling,  he 
was  naturally  intelligent  and  managed  to  get 
along  in  life  very  well  without  the  educational 
advantages  now  deemed  so  necessary.  His  first 
wife  was  Elizabeth  Smith,  and  their  children 
were  Samuel,  deceased,  and  Susannah,  deceased, 
who  became  the  wife  of  William  Ixmg  and 
lived  on  a farm  In  Jefferson  County,  Ohio. 
After  the  death  of  his  first  wife  David  Mull 
married  a cousin  of  the  first  Mrs.  Mull,  who 
also  bore  the  name  of  Elizabeth  Smith,  and 
they  had  a daughter,  Mary,  who  became  the 
wife  of  James  Hatfield.  Rachel  Dotts  was  the 
third  wife  of  David  Mull,  and  she  bore  him  the 
following  family : Delilah  E.,  who  is  deceased ; 
Orpha  L.,  who  is  deceased,  was  the  wife  of 
Sampson  Shearer;  Luther  M.,  who  lives  at 
South  Bend,  Kansas;  and  William  F.,  who  was 
the  youngest.  For  some  years  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Mull  were  very  active  members  of  the  Lutheran 
Church  of  New  Rumley. 

William  F.  Mull  went  to  the  rural  schools  of 
Rumley  Township,  and  then,  as  his  father  was 
anxious  for  him  to  have  the  advantages  denied 
him,  he  was  sent  to  Hopedale  Normal  College 
at  Hopedale,  Ohio,  during  1884  and  1885.  In 
1887  Mr.  Mull  began  teaching  school,  and  from 
then  on  until  1913,  a period  of  twenty-six  years, 
he  was  engaged  in  the  educational  field,  and  be- 
came one  of  the  most  popular  educators  of  Har- 
rison County.  As  a relaxation  from  the  burdens 
of  his  calling  he  interested  himself  in  farming, 
living  on  his  farm  and  driving  back  and  forth 
each  day  in  order  to  reach  his  school,  which 
at  times  was  as  far  off  as  ten  miles.  Since 
1913  he  has  been  devoting  himself  to  his  farm 
and  is  the  owner  of  the  Mull  homestead  of  151% 
acres  of  land  on  which  he  has  put  all  of  the 
buildings  except  the  residence  and  a wagon 
shed.  He  is  doing  general  farming  and  stock- 
raising,  specializing  on  feeding  registered 
Shorthorn  cattle.  One  of  the  features  of  his 
place  is  the  fine  seven-acre  orchard. 

On  November  25,  1807,  Mr.  Mull  was  united 
In  marriage  with  Emma  C.  Howell,  a daughter 
of  David  Martin  and  Mary  Jane  (Wheeler) 
Howell  and  they  have  three  children,  namely: 
Dean  D.,  who  was  graduated  from  the  Jewett 
High  School  and  later  from  the  business  college 
at  Scio,  Ohio,  is  now  a clerk  of  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Railway  Company  at  Cadiz  Junction, 
Ohio;  Iris  Myrtle  and  William  F.,  Jr.  David 
Martin  Howell,  father  of  Mrs.  Mull,  was 
born  near  Hopedale,  Harrison  County.  He 
served  in  Company  C,  Thirtieth  Regiment  Ohio 
Volunteer  Infantry  for  over  three  years  during 
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the  Civil  war,  and  was  wounded  at  Kenesaw 
Mountain.  After  the  war  he  followed  farming 
near  Hopedale,  where  he  died  March  9,  1915. 
His  wife  died,  in  1912.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Mull  are 
valued  members  of  the  Lutheran  Church  of 
New  Rumley.  It  would  be  difficult  to  find 
people  who  are  more  representative  of  the  best 
element  of  the  county  than  the  Mulls,  and 
through  his  connection  with  educational  matters 
as  well  as  otherwise  Mr.  Mull  is  known  over 
a wide  area,  and  many  of  the  leading  men  and 
women  of  the  county  today  are  proud  of  the 
fact  that  they  were  at  one  time  under  his 
watchful  and  intelligent  supervision,  and  re- 
member his  painstaking  efforts  in  their  behalf 
with  grateful  affection. 

Willis  C.  Chaney,  one  of  the  younger  ex- 
ponents of  farm  industry  in  Athens  Township, 
Harrison  County,  was  born  in  Short  Creek 
Township,  this  county,  on  the  13th  of  Septem- 
ber, 1881,  and  is  a representative  of  a family 
whose  name  has  been  worthily  identified  with 
the  history  of  the  county  for  more  than  a cen- 
tury. He  Is  a son  of  Samuel  V.  and  Clarinda 
(Edwards)  Chaney,  both  likewise  natives  of 
Harrison  County,  where  the  father  achieved 
success  in  connection  with  farm  industry,  to 
which  he  had  been  reared.  He  and  his  wife 
now  reside  in  Short  Creek  Township,  and  con- 
cerning them  more  specific  mention  is  made  on 
other  pages,  in  the  sketch  of  the  career  of  their 
eldest  son,  Charles  A. 

Samuel  V.  Chaney  was  born  in  Athens  Town- 
ship December  14,  1846,  and  was  reared  to  man- 
hood on  the  old  pioneer  farm  of  his  father.  He 
is  a son  of  Thomas  Chaney,  whose  death  oc- 
curred July*l,  1890,  and  whose  widow  survived 
him  by  several  years,  the  names  of  their  chil- 
dren being  as  here  noted:  James,  John,  William, 
Sarah,  Martha,  Samuel  V.,  Mary  Ann,  Elizabeth 
Ann,  Mary  Ellen,  Thomas  W.,  Hannah  and 
Nancy.  Thbrnns  Chaney  was  bora  in  Virginia, 
October  28,  1803,  and  two  years  later,  in  1805, 
his  parents  came  to  Ohio  and  numbered  them- 
selves among  the  early  settlers  of  what  is  now 
Harrison  County.  He  was  a son  of  Nathan  and 
Sarah  (Mansfield)  Chaney,  who  became  the 
parents  of  six  sons  and  seven  daughters. 
Nathan  Chaney  was  born  in  Maryland,  where 
his  ancestors  settled  in  the  early  colonial  days, 
and  he  became  a farmer  in  Virginia,  where  his 
marriage  occurred  and  whence  he  came  with 
his  family  to  Harrison  County,  as  noted  above. 
Here  he  died  in  1837,  and  his  wife  survived 
him  by  ten  years,  her  death  occurring  in  1847. 
They  endured  to  the  full  the  hardships  of  fron- 
tier life,  and  their  names  merit  enduring  place 
on  the  roil  of  the  sterling  pioneers  of  this  now 
favored  section  of  the  Buckeye  State. 

Thomas  Chaney  was  reared  to  manhood 
under  the  conditions  of  the  pioneer  days,  and 
he  eventually  became  the  owner  of  one  of  the 
excellent  farms  of  Athens  Township,  where  he 
remained  until  the  time  of  his  death.  Septem- 
ber 25,  1836,  recorded  his  marriage  to  Miss 
Elizabeth  Clark,  daughter  of  James  and  Sarah 
(Watson)  Clark,  who  came  to  Ohio  from  Fay- 
ette County,  Pennsylvania,  Mr.  Clark  having 
served  during  the  entire  period  of  the  War  of 


1812.  Samuel  V.  and  Clarinda  (Edward) 
Chaney  became  the  parents  of  four  children — 
Iona  Estelle,  Charles  A.,  William  V.  and  Willis 
Craig. 

Willis  Craig  Chaney  is  Indebted  to  the  dis- 
trict school  locally  known  as  the  Hawk’s  Nest 
School,  In  Short  Creek  Township,  for  his  rudi- 
mentary education,  which  was  supplemented  by 
his  attending  the  village  schools  of  New  Athens 
for  four  years  and  the  Cadiz  High  School  one 
year,  besides  which  he  was  for  two  terms  a 
student  in  Franklin  College  at  New  Athens.  He 
was  reared  on  the  home  farm  and  early  began 
to  contribute  his  quota  to  its  work,  so  that  he 
was  well  fortified  when  in  1910  he  purchased 
a farm  of  125  acres  in  Athens  Township,  where 
he  has  since  continued  his  activities  as  an  agri- 
culturist and  stock-grower,  though  he  has  since 
sold  sixty  acres  of  the  original  tract.  He  is  a 
democrat  in  politics,  and  his  wife  is  a birthright 
member  of  the  Society  of  Friends,  with  mem- 
bership in  the  church  of  this  denomination  at 
West  Grove. 

On  the  27th  of  April,  1910,  Mr.  Chaney  was 
united  in  marriage  to  Miss  Clara  Belle  Spar- 
row, daughter  of  John  C.  Sparrow,  of  Athens 
Township,  and  they  have  three  children — Vir- 
ginia Isabel,  Delma  Iona  and  Sarah  Marguerite. 

Habtzell  Love,  of  Athens  Township,  has  al- 
ways lived  in  one  community.  He  was  born 
December  19,  1884,  and  is  a son  of  George  and 
In  the  line  of  Georges  through  three  generations 
of  the  Love  family.  George  Love,  the  father, 
was  bora  September  9,  1842,  and  the  mother, 
Eleanor  Caroline  (Healea)  Love,  was  born 
March  29,  1845,  in  Harrison  County.  Mr.  Love 
lived  on  a farm  until  1906,  when  he  moved  to 
New  Athens.  On  September  17,  1910,  Mrs.  Love 
died  in  New  Athens,  and  Mr.  Love  passed  away 
on  August  10,  1920.  The  Loves  are  Presby- 
terians. 

The  grandfather,  George  Love,  married  Jane 
McCracken,  of  Athens  Township.  The  great- 
grandfather, George  Love,  married  Mary  F. 
Cook.  They  were  pioneers  of  Athens  Township, 
Harrison  County.  Their  children  were:  Robert, 
George,  Mary,  John,  Martha,  James  and  Mar- 
garet. James  was  a Civil  war  soldier  and  died 
in  a hospital  at  Fredericksburg,  Maryland.  Of 
the  above  children  only  Margaret  is  living. 

As  a boy  Hartzell  Love  attended  Oak  Hill 
District  School  and  later  he  attended  high  school 
in  New  Athens.  His  entire  life  has  been  spent 
on  the  farm.  Hartzell  Love  married  first, 
Dora  Annetta  Moore,  daughter  of  Walker 
Moore,  of  Athens  Township,  and  she  died  in 
June,  1907.  On  October  1,  1913,  Mr.  Love  mar- 
ried Bertha  M.  Howell,  a daughter  of  Harvey 
W.  and  Mary  (Griffith)  Howell.  They  are 
members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  New 
Athens.  Mr.  Love  is  trustee  of  Athens  Town- 
ship. To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Love  a daughter  was 
born  in  September  6,  1920,  Martha  Healea. 

H.  W.  Howell  was  a farmer  of  Union  Town- 
ship, Belmont  County.  His  wife  died  in  1891 
and  he  died  In  June,  1915.  Their  children  are: 
Ralph  C.,  deceased;  Anna,  deceased,  and 
Bertha.  Mr.  Howell  later  married  Ola  M. 
Groves  and  they  had  two  sons,  Willard  W.  and 
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Ray  T.  Howell.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Howell  are  mem- 
bers of  the  Methodist  Church  in  Flushing. 

Rev.  Jonathan  Sharp  McCready.  It  has 
been  the  privilege  of  Mrs.  Margaret  McFarland 
McCready  of  Cadiz  to  commemorate  her  hus- 
band, the  Rev.  J.  S.  McCready,  in  whose  honor 
McCready  Post  G.  A.  R.  in  Cadiz  is  named,  in 
the  annals  of  Harrison  County.  She  became 
his  wife  on  May  20,  1866,  and  on  August  7 of 
the  same  year  he  was  ordained  and  installed 
as  minister  of  the  Cadiz  United  Presbyterian 
Church,  remaining  as  its  pastor  until  August 
14,  1862,  when  he  enlisted  and  was  made  cap- 
tain of  Company  H,  One  Hundred  Twenty-sixth 
Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  and  went  to  the  front 
as  a Civil  war  soldier. 

On  May  6,  1864,  Captain  McCready  was 
wounded  in  the  left  arm  while  fighting  in  the 
battle  of  the  Wilderness.  He  was  carried  from 
the  field  and  taken  to  a hospital  in  Washing- 
ton, D.  C.,  and  on  September  7 he  died  in 
Baltimore  on  his  way  home  to  Harrison  County. 
As  a minister  of  the  Gospel  Reverend  McCready 
soon  won  the  affection  and  confidence  of  his 
people.  While  he  was  kind  and  unobtrusive 
in  manner  and  courteous  to  all,  when  it  came 
to  a question  of  right  he  was  as  firm  as  the 
rock.  In  his  preaching  he  portrayed  the  truth 
In  all  of  Its  strength  and  attractiveness.  He 
served  the  church  In  Cadiz  from  the  time  of 
his  ordination  to  the  ministry  until  he  an- 
swered the  country’s  call  and  went  into  the 
Union  army.  Through  all  the  years  Mrs. 
McCready  has  continued  her  residence  In  the 
community.  Reverend  McCready  was  born  in 
Darlington,  Pennsylvania,  and  was  a son  of 
Hugh  McCready,  of  an  old  Pennsylvania  family. 

While  paying  tribute  to  her  husband  Mrs. 
McCready  also  enrolls  the  McFarland  family 
history  among  the  pioneers  of  Harrison  County. 
She  is  a daughter  of  William  McFarland,  who 
was  born  February  2,  1764,  in  Ireland.  He  was 
a son  of  Robert  and  Elizabeth  (Ferguson) 
McFarland,  the  father  born  In  Ireland  and  the 
mother  in  England.  The  year  he  was  born  they 
came  to  America,  locating  in  Washington 
County,  Pennsylvania.  In  1800  they  removed  to 
Athens  Township,  Harrison  County,  beginning 
their  residence  in  Ohio  with  the  beginning  of 
the  nineteenth  century.  The  children  in  this 
pioneer  McFarland  family  were  William  McFar- 
land and  a sister,  Mary.  They  were  members 
of  the  Seceder  Church,  which  was  later  known 
as  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  In  Harrison 
County.  William  McFarland  was  educated  at 
home  by  his  parents,  and  when  he  was  thirteen 
years  old  he  was  a teacher. 

On  December  25,  1823,  William  McFarland 
married  Elizabeth  Henderson.  His  home  was 
always  in  Athens  Township,  where  he  accumu- 
lated 300  acres  of  land,  and  he  was  a leader 
of  thought  and  action  in  the  community.  In 
1843-4  he  was  a member  of  the  Ohio  Legisla- 
ture, and  later  he  served  for  several  years  as 
an  associate  judge  of  Common  Pleas  Court  in 
Harrison,  Belmont  and  Jefferson  counties. 
Judge  McFarland  and  his  wife  were  pioneer 
temperance  workers  in  Harrison  County,  and 
In  the  days  when  It  was  customary  to  supply 


harvest  hands  with  whisky  they  instituted  the 
custom  of  supplying  lunches — Coffee,  Johnny 
cake,  etc.,  Instead  of  liquor.  In  that  way  they 
had  the  good  will  of  the  men  in  the  field,  who 
recognized  their  position  on  a moral  question. 
Mrs.  McFarland  died  in  1875,  and  he  died  two 
years  later. 

The  McFarlands  reared  a large  family  In 
Harrison  County.  Their  children  are:  Andrew, 
Mary,  Elizabeth,  Martha,  James  W.,  William, 
Margaret  (Mrs.  McCready),  Robert,  Nancy  J. 
and  Sarah,  all  of  whom  are  deceased  excepting 
Mrs.  McCready  and  Sarah.  All  the  sons  were 
Civil  war  soldiers  and  James  and  William  were 
ministers,  the  latter  occupying  the  pulpit  of  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church  in  Cambridge  as 
many  years  as  the  Children  of  Israel  wandered 
in  the  Wilderness.  Mrs.  McCready  and  her 
sister  Elizabeth  were  the  wives  of  ministers. 
The  McCready-McFarland  names  will  always 
live  in  the  annals  of  Harrison  County. 

William  J.  Morgan  js  the  owner  of  an  ex- 
cellent farm  of  150  acres  in  Cadiz  Township, 
Harrison  County.  He  has  been  a resident  of 
the  county  from  the  time  of  his  birth  and  is  a 
representative  of  a sterling  pioneer  family  of 
this  section  of  the  Buckeye  State.  He  was  born 
In  Athens  Township,  Harrison  County,  Febru- 
ary 14,  1854,  and  is  a son  of  Michael  and 
Eleanor  (Whan)  Morgqn,  the  former  of  whom 
was  born  In  Belmont  County,  Ohio,  June  14, 
1817,  and  the  latter  was  born  In  Athens  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County,  May  13,  1813.  Mrs. 
Morgan  passed  to  the  life  eternal  on  the  24th 
of  January,  1891,  her  husband  having  survived 
her  by  more  than  a decade  and  having  died  in 
Short  Creek  Township  April  8,  1903.  Philip 
Morgan,  father  of  Michael,  was  born  in  Belmont 
County,  where  he  became  a prosperous  farmer, 
and  he  and  his  wife,  whose  family  name  was 
Jenkins,  were  venerable  pioneer  citizens  of  that 
county  at  the  time  of  their  deaths.  They  be- 
came the  parents  of  eight  children — Michael, 
Philip,  Amos,  Levi,  George,  Milton,  Sarah  and 
Susannah.  John  and  Margaret  (Boggs)  Whan, 
maternal  grandparents  of  William  J.  Morgan, 
passed  the  closing  years  of  their  lives  in  Athens 
Township,  Harrison  County,  where  Mr.  Whan 
developed  a productive  farm.  His  children  were 
five  in  number — James,  John,  Eleanor,  Sarah 
(Mrs.  John  McCullough)  and  Hannah. 

Michael  Morgan  was  reared  and  educated  in 
Belmont  County  and  in  his  youth  learned  the 
tanner’s  trade.  He  came  to  Harrison  County 
and  found  employment  at  his  trade  in  the  vil- 
lage of  New  Athens,  where  he  remained  until 
1851,  when  he  purchased  and  established  his 
home  on  a farm  in  Short  Creek  Township, 
where  he  continued  to  devote  his  attention  to 
agricultural  industry  and  stock-raising  during 
the  remainder  of  his  life.  He  and  his  wife 
were  zealous  members  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  in  which  he  served  a long  time  as  elder, 
and  they  held  secure  place  in  the  esteem  of 
all  who  knew  them.  The  names  and  respective 
dates  of  birth  of  their  children  are  here  noted : 
Mary  R.,  November  3,  1840;  George  W.,  July 
3,  1844  (died  in  early  childhood)  ; Emmett, 
June  15,  1846  (died  in  childhood) ; Margaret  E.. 
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August  5, 1848;  James  W.,  August  28,  1851  (died 
March  1,  1015)  ; William  J.,  February  14,  1854; 
and  Flora  E.,  January  20,  1859. 

William  J.  Morgan  gained  his  preliminary 
education  in  the  district  schools  of  Short  Creek 
Township,  and  thereafter  was  for  three  years  a 
student  in  Franklin  College,  his  brothers  and 
sisters  likewise  having  been  afforded  the  ad- 
vantages of  this  excellent  institution.  He  con- 
tinued to  be  associated  with  the  activities  of 
his  father’s  farm  the  major  part  of  the  time 
until  his  marriage,  in  1882,  and  he  then  pur- 
chased the  old  farm  of  Joseph  Clark  in  Cadiz 
Township,  where  he  has  since  continued  to  be 
successfully  engaged  in  agricultural  and  live- 
stock enterprise,  with  a record  of  having  been 
at  all  times  one  of  the  progressive  and  success- 
ful exponents  of  farm  industry  in  his  native 
county.  He  is  a republican  in  politics,  and  he 
and  his  family  hold  membership  in  the  Presby- 
terian Church. 

September  7,  1882,  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Morgan  to  Miss  Elizabeth  B.  Cochran,  who 
was  born  and  reared  in  Harrison  County,  and 
they  have  three  children:  Ralph  Cochran  Mor- 
gan, who,  was  born  July  5,  1883,  is  associated 
with  his  father  in  the  management  of  the  home 
farm;  Clarence  M.,  born  January  11,  1890,  is 
a dentist  by  profession  and  is  engaged  in  prac- 
tice in  the  City  of  Canton,  Stark  County;  and 
Margaret  Helen,  who  was  born  May  2,  1893, 
remains  at  the  parential  home.  Samuel  Coch- 
ran, father  of  Mrs.  Morgan,  was  born  in  Cadiz 
Township,  this  county,  March  31,  1811,  and  his 
wife,  whose  maiden  name  was  Margaret  Thomp- 
son, was  bora  in  Green  Township  July  11,  1820, 
a daughter  of  Samuel  and  Elizabeth  (Stewart) 
Thompson.  Samuel  Cochran  was  a son  of  Rob- 
ert and  Sarah  (Calhoun)  Cochran,  whose  mar- 
riage was  solemnized  in  1805,  both  having  been 
natives  of  Pennsylvania,  where  Mr.  Cochran 
was  born  September  15,  1771.  He  became  one 
of  the  very  early  settlers  in  what  is  now  Cadiz 
Township,  Harrison  County,  where  he  estab- 
lished his  residence  in  1803.  He  returned  to 
Pennsylvania,  where  his  marriage  occurred,  and 
upon  his  return  to  Harrison  County  his  young 
wife  accompanied  him,  she  having  made  the 
Journey  on  horseback.  He  reclaimed  a farm 
from  the  forest  wilds,  and  on  this  place  he  and 
his  wife  passed  the  remainder  of  their  lives. 
Following  is  a brief  record  concerning  their 
children:  Eleanor,  bora  February  11,  1808,  died 
September  17,  1867;  Samuel,  bora  March  31, 
1811,  died  September  7,  1899;  David  Calhoun, 
born  in  1814,  died  October  30,  1883;  Mary  King, 
born  December  11,  1817,  died  July  23,  1899; 
Robert  Reid,  born  September  15,  1822,  died 
September  1,  1902;  and  Sarah  Jane,  bora  Octo- 
ber 9,  1825,  is  deceased,  the  exact  date  of  her 
death  not  being  available. 

Samuel  Cochran  was  engaged  in  farming  in 
Cadiz  Township  until  his  death,  which  occurred 
in  1899,  as  noted  in  the  foregoing  list,  and  his 
widow  passed  away  January  29,  1906.  Both 
were  zealous  members  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  in  which  Mr.  Cochran  served  many 
years  as  an  elder.  They  became  the  parents 
of  four  children : Clara  S.,  bora  April  3,  1850, 
died  January  20,  1878 ; Robert  B.  was  born 


February  2,  1852,  and  is  now  deceased;  Eliza- 
beth Belle,  wife  of  William  J.  Morgan,  of  this 
review,  was  bora  May  8,  1854;  and  Martha 
Ellen  was  born  October  27,  1856,  and  died  Feb- 
ruary 27,  1914. 

Albebt  W.  Laughlin  was  numbered  among 
the  substantial  and  representative  exponents  of 
farm  industry  in  Harrison  County,  and  his  op- 
erations were  conducted  on  the  old  homestead 
farm  which  was  the  place  of  his  birth,  in  Cadiz 
Township,  the  place  being  well  improved  and 
comprising  eighty-three  and  three-fourths  acres. 
Here  Mr.  Laughlin  was  born  on  the  2d  of 
March,  1856,  a son  of  Robert  and  Rachel  (Mer- 
ry man)  Laughlin,  the  former  a native  of  Tus- 
carawas County  and  the  latter  of  Harrison 
County.  Robert  Laughlin  was  long  numbered 
among  the  successful  farmers  of  Cadiz  Town- 
ship, where  he  owned  and  improved  a tract  of 
eighty-three  acres  and  where  he  and  his  wife 
continued  to  reside  until  their  deaths,  when 
well  advanced  in  years,  both  having  been  earn- 
est members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 
They  became  the  parents  of  a family  of  four- 
teen children,  namely:  James,  Hannah.  Rebecca, 
Robert,  Sheridan,  George,  Johnson,  Albert,  Ruth 
Alice,  and  Elizabeth,  all  of  whom  are  deceased. 
Those  living  are  Sophia,  Rachel,  Nettie  and 
Isabel. 

Albert  W.  Laughlin  acquired  his  youthful 
education  in  the  schools  of  his  native  township, 
where  he  w’as  continuously  identified  with  farm 
enterprise  until  his  death  on  September  11, 
1920.  His  success  was  on  a parity  with  his 
well  directed  endeavors  as  an  agriculturist  and 
stock-grower.  On  Christmas  day  of  the  year 
1884  he  was  united  In  marriage  to  Miss  Anna 
Elizabeth  Bricker,  daughter  of  John  and  Lu- 
cinda Bricker,  of  whom  more  specific  mention 
will  be  found  on  other  pages  of  this  volume. 
For  seven  years  after  his  marriage  Mr.  Laugh- 
lin conducted  operations  on  the  farm  owned  by 
his  father-in-law,  and  he  then  returned  to  the 
old  homestead,  where  he  lived  until  his  death. 
He  was  a democrat  in  politics  and  served 
twenty  years  as  a member  of  the  school  board 
of  his  district.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Laughlin  the 
following  children  were  bora : George,  a farmer 
in  Chagrin  Falls,  Ohio,  married  Fannie  McFar- 
land: Anna  is  the  wife  of  Walter  Cope,  living 
near  Jewett;  John  married  Opal  Rowland;  Vera 
is  the  wife  of  Lyle  Cope;  Albert  married  Miss 
Clara  Baker;  Paul  married  Alice  Housley;  and 
Margaret  is  the  wife  of  Glenn  McKibben. 

William  Wilson  McLaughlin  is  the  owner 
of  an  excellent  farm  of  eighty  and  one-half 
acres  in  Short  Creek  Township,  Harrison 
County,  and  is  one  of  the  vigorous  and  success- 
ful agriculturists  and  stock-growers  of  the 
younger  generation  in  that  township,  where  he 
is  now  beginning  to  give  special  attention  to 
the  breeding  and  raising  of  blooded  Shorthorn 
cattle. 

William  Wilson  McLaughlin  was  born  in  Bel- 
mont County,  Ohio,  December  9,  1879,  and  is  a 
son  of  James  A.  and  Sarah  (Barkhurst) 
McLaughlin,  individual  mention  of  the  father 
being  made  on  other  pages  of  this  volume,  so 
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that  further  review  of  the  family  history  is 
not  here  demanded.  He  whose  name  introduces 
this  article  gained  his  early  education  in  the 
public  schools  of  Belmont  and  Jefferson  counties 
and  in  1907  he  came  with  his  father  to  Harri- 
son County,  where  the  latter  engaged  in  farm 
enterprise  in  Slioft  Creek  Township.  Here  Wil- 
liam W.  was  associated  with  his  father’s  farm 
industry  until  his  marriage  on  October  1,  1912, 
and  the  following  winter  they  spent  in  Florida, 
and  then  resided  in  Cadiz  for  one  year.  In 
1915  Mr.  McLaughlin  purchased  his  present 
farm  in  Short  Creek  Township,  and  here  he 
has  since  been  successfully  engaged  in  effective 
enterprise  as  an  agriculturist  and  stock-grower, 
with  high  civic  standing  in  the  community. 
His  political  allegiance  is  given  to  the  repub- 
lican party,  be  holds  membership  in  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church,  and  his  wife  is  a birth- 
right member  of  the  Society  of  Friends,  with 
which  she  maintains  active  and  appreciative 
affiliation. 

On  the  1st  of  October,  1912,  was  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  Mr.  McLaughlin  to  Miss  Erie 
Esther  Fox,  who  was  born  on  April  13,  1880, 
and  reared  in  Short  Creek  Township,  a daugh- 
ter of  the  late  William  Spicer  Fox,  whose 
death  occurred  January  28,  1908.  Mr.  Fox  was 
bom  in  Short  Creek  Township  September  22, 
1839,  and  was  a son  of  Charles  James  and 
Esther  (Cooper)  Fox,  the  former  of  whom  was 
born  in  the  City  of  Washington,  D.  C.,  October 
17,  1805,  and  the  latter  of  whom  was  born  near 
Baltimore,  Maryland,  April  4,  1810.  The  Fox 
family  is  of  honorable  English  origin  and  its 
history  has  been  fully  written  and  published, 
representatives  of  the  family  in  Harrison 
County  having  copies  of  these  genealogical  rec- 
ords, running  back  to  the  year  1650.  Charles 
James  Fox  was  a son  of  Josiah  Fox,  who  was 
bom  In  Falmouth,  England,  October  9,  1763, 
and  who  entered  upon  a seafaring  life  when  a 
young  man  of  about  twenty-seven  years.  He 
visited  many  of  the  important  parts  of  the 
world  and  in  1793  he  was  engaged  by  the  United 
States  Government  as  navy  constructor,  in  which 
capacity  he  drafted  plans  for  a goodly  number 
of  early  war  vessels.  He  continued  in  this 
service  until  1811,  when  he  located  at  Wheeling, 
West  Virginia.  In  1814  he  established  his  home 
on  a frontier  farm  at  Colerain  in  Belmont 
County,  Ohio,  and  there  he  died  in  1847,  his 
wife  having  passed  away  in  1841.  By  reason 
of  his  having  been  concerned  in  the  building  of 
war  vessels  Mr.  Fox  was  disowned  by  the  So- 
ciety of  Friends,  with  which  the  family  has 
been  prominently  identified  for  many  genera- 
tions. 

Charles  James  Fox  settled  in  Short  Creek 
Township,  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  in  1842,  and 
here  he  passed  the  remainder  of  his  life.  He 
became  one  of  the  most  successful  farmers  and 
wealthy  and  influential  citizens  of  the  county, 
and  both  he  and  his  wife  were  venerable  in 
years  at  the  time  of  their  deaths,  they  having 
been  earnest  birthright  members  of  the  Society 
of  Friends.  He  died  June  21,  1895,  and  his 
wife  died  April  2,  1896. 

William  S.  Fox,  a man  of  superior  education 
and  fine  intellectuality,  developed  one  of  the 


fine  farms  of  Short  Creek  Township,  and  on  his 
farm  he  constructed  a large  pond  and  engaged 
in  fish  culture.  He  was  a leader  in  community 
sentiment  and  action,  was  a staunch  republican 
and  he  and  his  wife  were  members  of  the  Hick- 
site  branch  of  the  Society  of  Friends.  In  1876 
Mr.  Fox  wedded  Miss  Esther  J.  Moore,  daughter 
of  Jeremiah  Moore,  of  Clearfield  County,  Penn- 
sylvania, and  of  this  union  were  born  three 
children — Mary  Moore,  John  Francis  and  Erie 
Esther. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  McLaughlin  have  three  chil- 
dren, whose  names  and  respective  dates  of  birth 
are  here  recorded:  Francis  Fox,  February  22, 
1915:  James  Alfred,  September  29,  1916;  and 
Dorothy  Loraine,  born  September  17,  1918. 

George  W.  Young,  one  of  the  enterprising 
business  men  of  Freeport,  is  engaged  in  hand- 
ling hardware  and  agricultural  implements,  and 
is  conducting  his  enterprise  in  such  a manner 
as  to  build  up  a large  trade  and  win  the  ap- 
proval of  his  fellow  citizens  because  of  his  up- 
right methods.  He  was  bom  in  Tuscarawas 
County,  Ohio,  August  18,  1S47.  a son  of  Chris- 
topher Young.  The  birth  of  Christopher  Young 
occurred  In  Maryland,  October  7,  1805,  while 
that  of  his  wife,  Elizabeth  Burkhead,  took  place 
in  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  In  1816.  She  was  a 
daughter  of  Thomas  and  Rachel  Burkhead,  who 
removed  from  Harrison  County  to  Guernsey 
County,  Ohio,  when  Mrs.  Young  was  a small 
girl.  They  had  the  following  children;  Joshua, 
William,  Jackson,  Elizabeth,  Rachel,  Happy, 
Plesh  and  Anna. 

Christopher  Young  went  from  Maryland  to 
Wisconsin  while  still  a young  man,  and  for  five 
years  was  employed  In  the  lead  mines  of  the 
latter  state,  but  then  returned  home  and  moved 
to  Guernsey  County,  Ohio,  where  he  was  mar- 
ried. A few  years  later  he  went  to  Tuscarawas 
County,  Ohio,  and  bought  a farm,  conducting 
it  until  1872.  In  that  year  he  sold  his  farm 
and  moved  back  to  Guernsey  County,  bought 
another  farm,  and  lived  on  it  until  he  passed 
away.  His  children  were  as  follows:  Sarah 
Jane  and  Elizabeth,  both  of  whom  died  when 
small  children;  George  W.,  whose  name  heads 
this  biography;  Rachel  D.,  who  was  the  fourth 
child;  and  Mary  M.,  who  was  the  youngest 
bora.  Both  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Young  were  stead- 
fast members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church. 

George  W.  Young  was  reared  by  careful  par- 
ents who  taught  him  to  make  himself  useful, 
and  he  remained  with  them  until  he  was  thirty- 
three  years  of  age.  At  that  time  he  bought  a 
small  store  at  Smyrna,  Freeport  Township,  and 
conducted  it  for  twenty-one  years,  gradually 
expanding  it  until  it  was  a large  establishment 
when  he  sold  it  in  1902.  and  moved  to  Freeport. 
Since  locating  in  this  city  he  has  conducted  his 
present  hardware  and  farm  implement  business, 
one  of  the  leading  ones  of  its  kind  in  the  county. 

On  March  7,  1877,  Mr.  Young  married  Lovina 
Sheppard,  bora  in  Guernsey  County,  Ohio,  a 
daughter  of  Hudson  and  Rebecca  (Miller) 
Sheppard.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Young  have  one  son, 
Jetty  H.,  who  married  Ada  Reaves,  and  they 
have  two  children,  Mary  Elizabeth  and  Ruth 
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A.  The  family  all  belong  to  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  of  Freeport. 

Jetty  H.  Young  attended  the  public  schools 
of  Smyrna  and  a commercial  college  of  Scio, 
Ohio.  Since  1902  he  has  been  associated  with 
his  father  in  business,  and  is  now  Its  manager. 
He  belongs  to  Freeport  Lodge  No.  415,  F.  & A. 
M.,  and  Cyrus  Chapter  No.  114,  R.  A.  M.,  of 
Uhrichsville. 

Both  of  the  Youngs,  father  and  son,  are  very 
fine  men,  good  citizens  in  every  particular,  and 
their  standing  is  of  the  best.  They  have  not 
sought  to  gain  wealth  or  prominence  by  any 
unusual  methods,  but  have  simply  gone  ahead 
carrying  on  their  business  and  doing  their  duty 
to  their  families,  their  church  and  their  com- 
munity as  they  ought  to  do,  and  as  a result  are 
numbered  among  the  worth-while  persons  of 
Harrison  County. 

Lonzo  S.  Green,  postmaster  of  Freeport,  is  a 
man  worthy  of  the  confidence  reposed  in  him 
by  the  Government,  and  one  who  holds  the 
esteem  of  his  fellow  citizens.  He  was  bom  in 
Freeport  Township,  Harrison  County,  Ohio, 
August  15,  1894,  a son  of  Morris  L.  Green  and 
grandson  of  Holland  and  Hannah  Green.  Hol- 
land Green  was  one  of  the  pioneers  of  Harrison 
County,  and  was  the  pioneer  cabinetmaker  of 
Freeport  Township.  As  was  usual  in  those 
days,  the  cabinetmaker  was  called  upon  to  make 
the  cofllns  and  act  as  undertaker  at  the  time  of 
death,  and  he  assisted  In  burying  many  of  the 
early  settlers  of  the  county.  He  continued  to 
live  in  this  neighborhood  until  his  demise,  and 
was  a man  widely  known  and  universally  re- 
spected. His  children  were  as  follows:  Morris 
L.,  Wiliam,  and  Jennie,  who  married  James 
Compher. 

Morris  L.  Green  was  born  in  Guernsey  County, 
Ohio,  about  one  mile  west  of  Smyrna,  Septem- 
ber 15,  1856.  As  a young  man  he  followed  the 
saw-mill  business,  leaving  it  to  become  a well 
driller,  and  drilled  wells  at  Freeport  and  the 
surrounding  country.  Still  later  he  moved  on 
a farm  in  Freeport  Township,  where  he  lived 
until  1911,  all  of  that  time  being  engaged  in 
farming,  but  iv\  that  year  he  came  to  Free- 
port, where  he  has  since  resided.  Since  locat- 
ing at  Freeport  he  has  been  occupied  as  a sta- 
tionary engineer  with  the  Freeport  Milling  Com- 
pany. 

On  June  3,  1882,  Morris  L.  Green  was  united 
In  marriage  with  Margaret  I.  McMillin,  born 
July  1,  1860,  at  Middleton,  Ohio,  a daughter  of 
William  and  Rebecca  McMillin.  Mrs.  Green 
died  February  17,  1920,  having  borne  her  hus- 
band the  following  children : Ethel,  who  mar- 
ried Joseph  Maxwell,  lives  at  New  Philadelphia, 
Ohio,  and  has  two  children,  James  and  Cath- 
erine; Elsie,  who  married  W.  B.  Marsh,  lives 
at  New  Philadelphia,  Ohio;  Jennie,  who  mar- 
ried Robert  D.  Cotton,  lives  at  New  Philadel- 
phia, Ohio,  and  has  three  children,  Dalton, 
Freda  and  Beryl;  and  Lonzo  S.,  who  is  the 
youngest  in  the  family. 

Lonzo  S.  Green  attended  the  Dry  Ridge 
School  of  Freeport  Township,  and  after  complet- 
ing the  common  school  course  took  the  teach- 
er’s examination,  received  his  license  and  began 


teaching  school,  continuing  in  this  line  of  work 
for  seven  consecutive  years  in  Freeport  Town- 
ship. During  his  vacation  periods  he  attended 
normal  school  and  in  this  way  completed  his 
high  school  work.  For  two  summers  he  went 
to  the  Freeport  County  Normal  School  at  Free- 
port during  1914  and  1915,  and  for  one  summer 
term  was  a student  at  Wooster,  Ohio,  complet- 
ing these  studies  with  the  summer  of  1916.  On 
July  25,  1919,  Mr.  Green  was  made  acting  post- 
master of  Freeport,  and  was  appointed  post- 
master September  6 of  that  same  year.  He  still 
holds  that  office,  and  discharges  its  duties  effi- 
ciently and  satisfactorily. 

On  August  25,  1915,  Mr.  Green  was  married 
to  Mabel  Cummins.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Green  are 
members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  of  which 
he  has  been  an  elder  since  1917.  They  are  de- 
lightful people,  the  center  of  a congenial  social 
circle,  and  number  their  friends  by  the  extent 
of  their  acquaintances. 

Nathan  M.  Gray,  manager  of  the  Freeport 
Milling  Company,  is  one  of  the  experienced 
business  men  and  influential  citizens  of  Harri- 
son County.  He  was  born  in  Guernsey  County, 
Ohio.  June  5,  1850,  a son  of  Nathan  and  Sarah 
J.  (Fisher)  Gray,  and  grandson  of  George 
Gray. 

George  Gray  was  born  in  Greene  County, 
Pennsylvania,  where  his  wife,  Matilda,  was  also 
born.  He  was  a farmer  of  Belmont  County, 
Ohio,  to  which  region  he  came  In  young  man- 
hood, and  he  was  a well  known  figure  of  his 
dav.  His  children  were  ns  follows:  William, 
Silas  and  Nathan.  The  parents  were  very  re- 
ligious people  and  belonged  to  the  Methodist 
Church. 

Nathan  Gray  was  born  in  Belmont  County. 
Ohio,  July  22,  1823,  and  died  January  10,  1910. 
His  wife  was  born  In  Maryland  in  1822,  a 
daughter  of  Perry  Fisher.  For  some  years  after 
his  marriage  Nathan  Gray  was  engaged  in 
farming  in  Belmont  County,  and  then  moved 
to  Guernsey  County,  Ohio,  where  he  spent  about 
the  8a me  length  of  time  as  a farmer.  Finally 
he  retired  and  spent  the  last  four  years  of  his 
life  at  Massillon,  Ohio,  where  he  died.  He  and 
his  wife  had  the  following  children:  H.  B.,  who 
married  Phoebe  Hall,  is  deceased,  as  is  his  wife; 
Nathan  M.,  whose  name  heads  this  review; 
George  E.,  who  is  deceased,  married  Lucy 
Thwaite.  also  deceased,  was  a Methodist  clergy- 
man: and  Mary,  who  married  Dr.  R.  J.  Pumpb- 
rey,  lives  at  Massillon,  Ohio.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Nathan  Gray  belonged  to  the  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church. 

Nathan  M.  Gray  remained  on  the  home  farm 
until  he  reached  the  age  of  seventeen  years, 
but  at  that  time  went  to  North  Carolina  and 
remained  for  three  years.  He  then  went  to 
Kansas,  where  for  two  years  he  was  engaged 
in  the  grain  business,  but  returned  to  Ohio  and 
established  himself  in  a general  merchandise 
business  at  Freeport,  and  conducted  It  for 
twenty  years.  Then  failing  health  made  it  ad- 
visable for  him  to  sell,  and  he  did  so  in  1907. 
Having  in  a measure  regained  his  strength,  in 
190,8  he  bought  an  interest  In  the  Freeport 
Milling  Company  and  has  been  its  manager  ever 
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since.  The  company  does  a general  and  ex- 
change milling  business. 

On  December  19,  1883,  Mr.  Gray  was  united 
in  marriage  with  Alice  Harbaugh,  a daughter 
of  O.  P.  and  Olive  Harbaugh,  of  Clifton,  Kan- 
sas. They  have  no  children.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Gray  are  also  members  of  the  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church  of  Freeport.  Mr.  Gray  belongs  to 
the  Blue  Lodge  at  Freeport,  the  Chapter  at 
Uhrich8ville,  and  is  well  known  in  Masonry. 
Both  he  and  his  wife  are  held  in  high  esteem 
and  have  many  friends  in  Harrison  and  ad- 
joining counties. 

John  M.  Palmes  was  born  in  Nottingham 
Township,  Harrison  County,  on  the  27th  of 
May,  1873.  He  gained  his  early  education  in 
the  district  schools  of  this  township,  and  is  now 
numbered  among  its  substantial  and  progressive 
exponents  of  farm  industry.  He  is  a son  of 
Andrew  Palmer,  of  whom  specific  mention  is 
made  on  other  pages,  with  due  record  concern- 
ing the  family  history.  At  the  age  of  sixteen 
•years  John  M.  Palmer  began  his  independent 
career  by  obtaining  employment  as  a farm  hand, 
and  he  continued  to  be  thus  engaged  for  several 
years.  After  his  marriage  he  established  him- 
self upon  his  present  farm,  which  comprised  110 
acres  at  the  time  when  he  purchased  the  prop- 
erty, in  1901,  but  to  which  he  has  since  added 
until  he  now  has  a well  improved  and  valuable 
farm  property  of  186%  acres,  of  which  160  acres 
constitute  the  home  place,  the  remaining  acre- 
age likewise  being  in  Nottingham  Township. 
Vigorous  work  and  good  management  have 
brought  cumulative  success  to  Mr.  Palmer  in 
his  Independent  activities  as  an  agriculturist 
and  grower  of  live  stock,  and  he  is  one  of  the 
substantial  and  popular  citizens  of  his  native 
township,  where  he  served  two  years  as  town- 
ship assessor.  He  holds  membership  in  the 
Bethel  Chapel  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  home  township. 

On  the  26th  of  October,  1904,  was  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  Mr.  Palmer  to  Miss  Cora  E. 
Walker,  daughter  of  L.  P.  and  Elizabeth 
(Adams)  Walker,  of  Nottingham  Township, 
and  the  supreme  bereavement  in  his  life  came 
when  his  devoted  wife  was  summoned  to  eternal 
rest.  She  was  an  earnest  member  of  the  Metho- 
dist Episcopal  Church,  and  her  death  occurred 
on  the  19th  of  August,  1919.  She  is  survived 
by  two  children — 'Denver  Lewis,  who  was  bom 
November  15,  1906,  and  Helen  Elizabeth,  who 
was  bom  December  26,  1911. 

George  M.  Mallarnee.  One  of  the  most 
pleasing  revelations  of  this  publication  Is  that 
in  both  Harrison  and  Carroll  counties  are  to 
be  found  at  the  present  day  many  representa- 
tives of  honored  pioneer  families  who  initiated 
the  work  of  development  and  progress  in  east- 
ern Ohio,  and  such  distinction  attaches  to 
George  M.  Mallarnee,  who  is  now  one  of  the 
prosperous  and  enterprising  exponents  of  farm 
industry  in  his  native  county.  He  was  born  in 
Cadiz  Township,  Harrison  County,  February  19, 
1876,  and  he  has  resided  since  he  was  four 
years  old  on  the  fine  farm  which  he  now  owns 
in  Nottingham  Township,  the  same  comprising 


160  acres,  and  special  attention  is  being  here 
given  to  the  raising  of  fine  sheep  in  connection 
with  well  ordered  agricultural  exploitation. 

John  Calvin  Mallarnee,  father  of  him  whose 
name  introduces  this  review,  was  born  at 
Bloomfield,  Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  October  22, 
1843,  a son  of  John  G.  and  Mary  (Galbraith) 
Mallarnee,  the  former  of  whom  was  bom  in 
Maryland  in  1815,  and  the  latter  of  whom  was 
b6m  in  Ohio  about  the  year  1820.  John  G. 
Mallarnee  was  a son  of  Isaac  Mallarnee,  who 
was  bom  in  the  State  of  Maryland  about  the 
year  1778,  and  who  was  there  reared  to  man- 
hood. There  he  learned  the  trade  of  wagon- 
maker,  and  from  his  native  state  he  went  forth 
as  a soldier  in  the  War  of  1812.  Soon  after  the 
close  of  this  conflict  he  came  with  his  family 
to  Ohio,  where  he  first  located  at  Bloomfield, 
Jefferson  County,  whence  he  removed  to  Smith- 
field,  that  county,  shortly  afterward.  At  the 
latter  place  he  followed  his  trade  until  Impaired 
health  prevented,  and  he  passed  the  closing 
years  of  his  life  in  the  home  of  his  son  John 
G.,  then  a resident  of  Guerhsey  County,  where 
he  died  in  1870.  John  G.  Mallarnee  was  a child 
at  the  time  of  the  family  removal  to  Ohio, 
where  he  was  reared  to  manhood  and  where 
he  learned  the  trade  of  wagonmaker  under  the 
effective  direction  of  his  father.  He  finally  en- 
gaged In  the  work  of  his  trade  at  Bloomfield, 
Jefferson  County,  where  he  remained  until  1850, 
when  he  removed  to  Tuscarawas  County. 
Within  a short  time  thereafter  he  purchased 
and  removed  to  a small  farm  near  West 
Chester,  Guernsey  County,  where  he  and  his 
wife  remained  until  their  death,  both  having 
been  earnest  members  of  the  Methodist 
Protestant  Church.  They  became  the  parents 
of  eleven  children:  John  Calvin  (father  of  the 
subject  of  this  sketch),  Sylvester,  Jasper,  Laf- 
ton,  Ashley,  Samuel  K..  Margaret,  Sarah  E„ 
Mary  C.,  Elizabeth  and  Estella. 

John  Calvin  Mallarnee  gained  his  early  edu- 
cation principally  in  the  schools  of  Tuscarawas 
County,  and  remained  at  the  parental  home 
until  he  had  attained  to  his  legal  majority. 
Thereafter  he  found  employment  at  farm  work, 
and  after  his  marriage,  in  1872,  he  rented  a 
farm  in  Cadiz  Township,  Harrison  County, 
where  he  remained  six  years.  Thereafter  he 
was  similarly  engaged  one  year  in  Moorefleld 
township  and  the  next  year  in  Athens  Township. 
He  then,  in  1880,  purchased  a farm  in  section 
23.  Nottingham  Township,  and  here  he  re- 
mained as  one  of  the  progressive  agriculturists 
and  stock-growers  of  the  township  until  his 
death,  on  the  12th  of  January.  1900.  his  widow 
passing  away  March  17,  1913.  He  became 
prominent  as  a grower  of  hlglvgrade  sheep,  of 
which  he  had  some  of  the  finest  in  Nottingham 
Township,  and  on  the  old  home  farm  his  son 
George  M.,  subject  of  this  review,  is  well  main- 
taining precedence  in  this  special  field  of  indus- 
trial enterprise.  Mr.  Mallarnee  was  originally 
a democrat,  but  when  his  convictions  led  him 
to  oppose  the  liquor  traffic  he  transferred  his 
allegiance  to  the  prohibition  party,  of  whose 
cause  he  continued  a staunch  supporter  until 
the  close  of  his  life,  both  he  and  his  wife  having 
been  members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 
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On  the  25th  of  January,  1872,  was  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  John  C.  Mallarnee  to  Miss 
Eleanor  MeKibben,  a daughter  of  George  and 
Eleanor  (Morrison)  MeKibben,  and  she  was 
about  seventy-six  years  of  age  at  the  time  of 
her  death,  in  1913.  They  became  the  parents 
of  two  children,  of  whom  the  subject  of  this 
sketch  is  the  older  and  the  one  surviving,  the 
younger  son,  John  Calvin,  Jr.,  having  been  born 
September  22,  1878,  and  having  died  April  21, 
1884. 

George  MeKibben  Mallarnee,  as  already 
noted,  was  four  years  old  at  the  time  the  fam- 
ily home  was  established  on  his  present  farm, 
Into  ownership  of  which  he  came  at  the  death 
of  his  parents.  He  early  gained  practical  ex- 
perience in  connection  with  the  activities  of 
the  home  farm,  and  thus  was  well  fortified 
when  he  began  his  independent  enterprise  as 
an  agriculturist  and  stock-grower  on  the  old 
home  place,  which  he  has  maintained  at  high 
standard  and  which  comprises  160  acres  of  the 
excellent  land  of  Nottingham  Township.  His 
early  education  was  gained  In  the  schools  of 
this  township,  and  has  been  effectively  supple- 
mented by  self-discipline  and  active  association 
with  the  practical  affairs  of  life.  His  political 
allegiance  Is  given  to  the  republican  party,  and 
he  and  his  wife  hold  membership  in  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  at  Deersville. 

On  the  14th  of  September,  1898,  Mr.  Mallar- 
nee wedded  Miss  Dessie  Titus,  who  was  bora 
In  Nottingham  Township  September  12,  1877, 
and  who  is  a daughter  of  Marion  and  Louisa 
(Reynard)  Titus,  both  likewise  natives  of  this 
county,  where  the  former  was  born  August  17, 
1854,  and  the  latter  on  the  1st  of  November, 
1857,  in  Franklin  Township.  Mr.  Titus  was  one 
of  the  substantial  farmers  and  honored  citizens 
of  Nottingham  Towmship  at  the  time  of  his 
death,  in  1881,  and  his  wddow  survived  him  by 
nearly  a quarter  of  a century,  her  death  occur- 
ring January  5,  1905.  Both  were  active  mem- 
bers of  the  Presbyterian  Church  at  Deersville. 
Mrs.  Mallarnee  is  their  only  child.  Marion  Ti- 
tus was  the  only  child  of  Uriah  and  Sarah 
(Garner)  Titus^  sterling  pioneer  citizens  of 
Harrison  County.  Uriah  Titus  was  born  Janu- 
ary 8,  1813,  and  died  July  28,  1875;  his  wife 
was  born  November  25,  1817,  and  died  January 
4,  1907,  when  eighty-nine  years  of  age.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Mallarnee  have  six  children : Louella 

Gertrude,  Wilma  Frances,  Walter  Raymond,  Ma- 
rion Calvin,  Helen  Virginia  and  Alice  Geneva. 
Louella  Gertrude  was  graduated  from  the  Deers- 
ville High  School,  later  attended  Franklin  Col- 
lege at  New  Athens,  and  has  been  a student 
also  in  the  Ohio  State  Normal  School  at  Athens, 
where  she  intends  eventually  to  complete  the 
full  normal  course,  she  being  (in  1921)  a suc- 
cessful and  popular  teacher  in  the  district 
schools  of  Nottingham  Township.  Wilma  Fran- 
ces, the  second  daughter,  is  a member  of  the 
class  of  1921  in  the  high  school  at  Freeport. 

Lewis  E.  Perkins,  a dependable  merchant 
and  public-spirited  citizen  of  Freeport,  is  a man 
who  has  won  his  present  high  standing  through 
his  own  honorable  methods.  He  was  born  in 
Belmont  County,  Ohio,  April  8,  1860,  a son  of 


Stephen  and  Mary  E.  (Denny)  Perkins,  and 
grandson  of  Jacob  and  Sarah  (Taylor)  Per- 
kins, the  last  two  being  natives  of  Belmont 
County,  where  Jacob  Perkins  was  born  in  1801 
He  was  a farmer  of  Flushing  Township,  that 
county,  but  about  1876  moved  to  Guernsey 
County,  Ohio,  where  he  died  in  1884.  His  wife 
passed  away  in  1872,  before  he  left  Belmont 
County.  They  had  the  following  children : 
Nancy,  David,  Stephen,  Lydia,  Mary,  Elizabeth, 
Jacob,  Eli,  Hannah,  Eliza  and  Lewis.  All  were 
members  of  the  Society  of  Friends  and  very 
fine  people,  noted  for  their  integrity  and  up- 
rightness of  life. 

Stephen  Perkins  was  also  bora  in  Belmont 
County,  Ohio,  February  23,  1839,  and  his  wife 
was  born  in  Guernsey  County,  Ohio,  January 
11,  1834.  They  were  married  August  24,  1854. 
She  was  a daughter  of  John  N.  and  Rosanna 
(Tillman)  Denny.  For  many  years  Stephen 
Perkins  was  a farmer  of  Flushing  Township, 
Belmont  County,  where  he  died  November  14, 
1898,  his  wife  surviving  him  until  January  12, 
1910,  when  she,  too,  passed  away.  The  chil- 
dren born  to  them  were  as  follows:  John  N., 

Francis  T.,  Lewis  E.,  Rosanna  (deceased), 
George  E.,  Mary  E.  and  Armintha  E. 

Like  the  majority  of  the  farmer’s  sons  of  his 
day  and  neighborhood  Lewis  E.  Perkins  alter- 
nated attending  the  district  schools  with  agri- 
cultural labor  and  learned  to  be  a practical 
farmer,  but  did  not  take  to  this  calling  and 
when  a young  man  became  a clerk  in  a store 
In  Belmout  County  owned  by  Isaac  Holloway. 
In  1892  Mr.  Perkins  moved  to  Harrison  County, 
and  for  ten  years  was  a clerk  for  Goodman, 
Hibbs  & Company  at  Piedmont,  but  left  that 
firm,  bought  a store  at  Deersville,  Ohio,  and 
conducted  it  for  two  years.  In  1907  he  opened 
a general  store  at  Freeport,  where  he  has  re- 
mained in  business,  and  his  eldest  son,  Law- 
rence E.  Perkins  Is  now  associated  with  him. 
This  store  is  first  class  in  every  respect  and  a 
nice  business  is  carried  on  with  the  people  of 
Freeix>rt  and  the  surrounding  country. 

On  November  6,  1884,  Mr.  Perkins  was  mar- 
Tied  to  Miss  Alice  B.  Murphy,  a daughter  of 
James  A.  and  Lueretia  G.  (Tracy)  Murphy. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Perkins  became  the  parents  of 
the  following  children:  Lawrence  E.,  who  was 

born  October  5,  1885,  married  Blanche  Pugh, 
and  they  live  in  Freeport,  where  he  is  in  busi- 
ness with  his  father.  Forrest  L.,  who  was  born 
August  28,  1888,  married  Minnie  Rowdand,  and 
their  first  child,  Roland  L.,  is  deceased,  but 
they  have  two  others,  Rodney  L.,  who  was  born 
December  21,  1917,  and  Dorothy  I..  who  was 
born  September  1.  1919.  The  family  live  at 
Wheeling,  Ohio,  where  he  has  a civil  service 
jwsition.  Fred  J.,  who  was  bora  January  21, 
18JK7,  is  a graduate  of  the  Freeport  High  School. 
• He  taught  school  for  two  years  and  then  took 
the  classical  course  at  the  University  of  Ohio, 
from  which  he  was  graduated  in  1919  with  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  and  is  now  a stu- 
dent at  the  Western  Reserve  University  of  Law 
at  Cleveland,  Ohio,  and  belongs  to  the  law 
firm  of  Pfieffer  & Fults  of  Cleveland.  During 
the  great  war  Mr.  Perkins  entered  the  service. 
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but  was  discharged  soon  thereafter  on  account 
of  heart  disability. 

John  Maholm  Sharon.  Among  the  repre- 
sentative men  of  Harrison  County  is  John  M. 
Sharon,  president  qtf  the  Harrison  National 
Bank  of  Cadiz,  who  has  been  identified  with 
the  banking  history  of  this  section  of  Ohio  for 
many  years.  He  was  born  in  Cadiz.  July  16, 
1849.  the  son  of  the  late  Joseph  and  Eliza  J. 
(Maholm)  Sharon,  and  grandson  of  James  Sha- 
ron. who  was  an  early  settler  of  Jefferson 
County.  Ohio. 

Joseph  Sharon  was  born  in  S'mithfield,  Jeffer- 
son County,  while  his  wife,  Eliza  J.,  was  born 
in  Harrison  County,  the  daughter  of  John  Ma- 
holm who  came  to  Harrison  County  in  1804  or 
1805.  Joseph  Sharon  was  educated  in  the  com- 
mon schools  and  at  Franklin  College.  He  was 
admitted  to  the  bar  and  entered  the  practice 
of  law  at  Cadiz,  continuing  until  1874,  when  he 
went  to  California,  and  he  died  in  that  state 
in  1877.  His  widow  died  in  Cadiz  in  1&82. 

John  M.  Sharon  was  reared  in  Cadiz  and  was 
educated  in  the  common  schools  and  at  Frank- 
lin College,  and  began  his  Independent  life  as 
a clerk  in  a general  store  in  Cadiz.  He  began 
his  banking  career  in  1874  as  teller  in  the  Har- 
rison National  Bank.  In  March,  1880.  he  was 
chosen  cashier  of  that  bank,  and  in  1910  was 
elected  president.  His  identification  with  the 
Harrison  National  Bank  extends  over  a period 
of  forty-six  years,  and  he  has  witnessed  the 
growth  of  the  institution  into  one  of  the  lead- 
ing banks  in  Harrison  County,  in  which  growth 
he  has  been  an  important  factor.  As  president 
of  the  bank  Mr.  Sharon  is  a member  of  the 
American  and  Ohio  Banking  Associations. 

He  was  united  in  marriage  in  December.  188.8. 
with  Mary,  the  daughter  of  David  and  Laura 
(Phillips)  Cunningham,  and  to  them  have  been 
born  two  sons,  Fred  and  John  C. 

John  C.  Sharon  is  a graduate  of  the  Cadiz 
High  School,  the  Ohio  State  University  and  of 
Western  Reserve  University,  of  which  latter  he 
received  the  LL.  B.  degree  with  the  class  of 
1914.  He  entered  Camp  Sherman  in  1917  and 
on  June  1,  1918.  was  commissioned  a second  lieu- 
tenant and  sent  to  France  and  assigned  to  the 
Sixteenth  Regiment,  First  Brigade  of  the  First 
Division,  and  served  at  brigade  headquarters 
until  the  armistice  was  signed.  Returning  to 
Cadiz,  he  resumed  the  practice  of  law.  In 
April,  1917,  he  married  Helen  M.  Krleger.  of 
Columbus,  Ohio.  He  has  been  the  attorney  for 
the  Harrison  National  Bank  since  1915.  He  is 
a member  of  Cadiz  Lodge  of  Masons. 

Fred  Sharon  was  graduated  from  the  Cadiz 
High  School,  spent  three  years  at  Washington 
and  Jefferson  College,  and  in  1909  entered  the 
Harrison  National  Bank  as  teller.  For  the  past 
three  years  he  has  been  assistant  cashier.  In 
the  fall  of  1919  he  married  Bessie  Barriclow 
of  Cadiz.  He  Is  a member  of  the  Cadiz  Lodge 
of  Masons. 

James  J.  Kane.  It  was  on  St.  Valentine’s 
day.  1850,  that  James  J.  Kane  first  took  up  his 
residence  in  Cadiz,  his  father  before  him  being 
a native  of  the  community.  William  Kane  was 


born  in  1813,  in  Cadiz  Township,  and  in  1838 
he  married  Mary  Gray,  a daughter  of  Jeremiah 
and  Abigail  (Taylor)  Gray,  of  Meigs  County. 
The  grandfather,  James  Kane,  was  a very  early 
resident  of  Cadiz  Township,  and  his  children 
were  James,  William,  Elizabeth,  Martha  and 
Margaret. 

In  an  early  day  William  Kane  was  a com- 
mon laborer  In  Cadiz,  spending  much  time  as 
a teamster,  and  as  a young  man  he  lived  for 
a time  in  Steubenville.  In  1846  he  returned 
to  Cadiz.  His  children  were:  Rebecca  O.,  the 
wife  of  George  Marple;  Margaret;  William 
H.  H. ; James  J. ; Mary  Martha,  who  was  the 
wife  of  William  McGrew,  both  now  deceased : 
Elizabeth  P.  is  the  widow  of  Fred  Carman; 
and  Jessie  Lee  Kane.  The  Kane  family  are 
Methodists.  Miss  Margaret  Kane  is  the  oldest 
living  telegraph  operator  of  the  Western  Union 
Telegraph  system  today,  having  spent  forty 
years  at  the  key  board,  and  she  is  one  of  the 
very  few  pensioned  operators. 

As  a young  man  James  J.  Kane  learned  the 
tanner’s  trade,  and  in  1877  he  bought  the  Cadiz 
tannery,  operating  the  business  forty  years. 
While  he  still  owns  the  plant,  it  is  no  longer 
in  operation.  Along  with  running  the  tannery 
Mr.  Kane  has  managed  a farm  and  operated  a 
coal  bank  which  has  been  profitable  to  him.  He 
is  a great  lover  of  horses  and  at  one  time  and 
another  he  has  owned  some  good  ones.  In  re- 
cent years  the  horse  fancier  has  turned  his  at- 
tention to  other  things  because  of  the  uncertain 
market  for  them. 

On  August  19,  1874,  Mr.  Kane  married  Ida 
McMillan,  of  Deersville,  Harrison  County.  She 
is  a daughter  of  R.  N.  McMillan.  Their  son, 
Henry  Scott,  married  Bernice  McCroba,  and 
their  children  are  Henry  Scott.  Jr.,  and  Berton 
McCroba  Kane.  They  live  in  Carnegie,  Penn- 
sylvania. Margaretta  Kane  is  the  wife  of  C.  C. 
Pickering  and  lives  in  Cadiz.  Their  children 
are  James  and  Anna. 

Mrs.  Kane  died  June  19,  1911.  and  on  April 
2.  1913.  Mr.  Kane  married  Florence,  a daughter 
of  George  and  Isabelle  Brown.  They  are  mem- 
bers of  the  Methodist  Church  in  Cadiz. 

Ropkrt  P.  Moorf,  a retired  farmer  and  old 
soldier,  is  one  of  the  most  respected  citizens  of 
Harrison  County,  and  is  living  In  ease  and  com- 
fort at  Freeport,  although  in  former  years  he 
was  very  actively  connected  with  extensive  agri- 
cultural operations  in  this  part  of  the  state. 
He  was  born  in  Nottingham  Township,  Har- 
rison County,  November  20,  1839,  a son  of  Rob- 
ert A.  Moore,  and  grandson  of  Robert  Moore. 

Robert  Moore  was  born  in  Ireland  in  1771  and 
died  February  1.  1835.  His  wife.  Mary  (Arm- 
strong) Moore,  was  born  in  1771,  and  died  No- 
vember 22.  1831.  In  1793  Robert  Moore  came 
to  the  United  States,  first  settling  in  eastern 
Pennsylvania,  but  two  years  later  he  moved  to 
Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  ten  miles  west  of  Steu- 
benville, where  the  family  spent  several  years, 
and  then  moved  to  Harrison  County,  Ohio.  Here 
Robert  Moore  bought  160  acres  of  land  in  Moore- 
fleld  Township,  on  a portion  of  section  13,  and 
made  It  his  homestead.  His  children  were  as 
follows:  Samuel,  who  was  born  in  Ireland  in 
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1793;  and  Robert  A.,  John,  William,  Jane,  Mar- 
garet and  Mary,  all  of  whom  were  bora  after 
the  family  had  come  to  America.  In  religious 
faith  Robert  Moore  was  a Protestant,  and  he 
worshiped  in  the  Union  Church  of  his  locality. 

Robert  A.  Moore,  father  of  Robert  B.  Moore, 
was  born  in  Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  in  1803,  and 
died  on  his  farm  in  Nottingham  Township  in 
September,  1877.  His  wife,  Mary  (Peacock) 
Moore,  was  born  in  Maryland  September  19, 
1803,  and  died  September  7,  1804.  She  was  n 
daughter  of  Neal  Peacock.  The  children  bora 
to  Robert  A.  Moore  and  his  wife  were  as  fol- 
lows: Mary  Ann,  Susanna,  Eli  P.,  William  C., 

Eliza  J.,  Robert  B.,  Julia  A„  Thomas,  and  Hi- 
ram N.,  who  died  when  small.  Mrs.  Moore  also 
belonged  to  the  Union  Church  of  the  neighbor- 
hood. 

Robert  B.  Moore  attended  the  district  schools 
of  Nottingham  Township  and  was  reared  to  a 
farm  life.  In  the  war  between  the  states  he  es- 
poused the  Union  cause,  and  August  9,  1862, 
enlisted  in  Company  C,  Ninety-eighth  Ohio  Vol- 
unteer Infantry,  and  had  a remarkable  record, 
participating  in  the  following  engagements: 
Perryville,  Kentucky,  October  8,  1862;  Grays- 
ville,  Georgia,  November  8,  1863 ; Buzzard  Roost 
Gap,  Georgia,  May  8,  1864;  Resaca,  Georgia, 
May  13-16,  1864;  Rome,  Georgia,  May  15,  1864; 
Dallas,  Georgia,  May  27  to  June  4,  1864;  Kene- 
saw  Mountain,  June  9-30,  1864;  Kenesaw  Moun- 
tain, general  assault,  June  27,  1864;  Nickajack 
Creek,  Georgia,  July  2-5,  1864;  Peach  Tree 
Creek,  Georgia,  July  19-20,  1864;  siege  of  At- 
lanta, Georgia,  July  28  to  September  2,  1864; 
Jonesboro,  Georgia,  August  31  to  September  1, 
1864;  Bentonville,  North  Carolina,  March  19-21, 
1865,  and  he  also  was  with  General  Sherman 
on  his  famous  “March  to  the  Sea’’  and  in  the 
Grand  Review  at  Washington.  He  received  his 
honorable  discharge  on  June  1,  1865,  having 
been  in  the  same  organization  during  all  of  his 
period  of  service. 

At  the  expiration  of  his  army  service  Mr. 
Moore  returned  to  Harrison  County  and  went 
on  a farm  in  Nottingham  Township.  On  Feb- 
ruary 12,  1873,  he  was  united  In  marriage  with 
Hannah  H.  Colvin,  born  In  Freeport  Township, 
September  16,  1852,  a daughter  of  Samuel  and 
Susanna  (Sears)  Colvin.  Samuel  Colvin  was 
born  in  Fayette  County,  Pennsylvania,  Janu- 
ary 12,  1791,  and  his  wife  was  born  near  Free- 
port, Ohio,  May  1,  1820.  He  had  been  previ- 
ously married,  to  Dorcas  Brown,  and  by  her 
his  children  were  as  follows:  Dorcas,  Thomas, 

William,  Rebecca,  Turner  G.,  and  Catherine. 
His  children  by  his  second  marriage  were : Sam- 
uel, Lafayette,  Harriet,  Delight,  Emma,  all  of 
whom  are  deceased;  Hannah  and  Frank  C.,  a 
minister  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  residing  at 
Columbus,  Ohio.  Samuel  Colvin  was  a soldier 
of  the  War  of  1812,  and  following  its  close  he 
came  to  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  from  Pennsyl- 
vania, being  one  of  the  pioneers  of  the  county 
and  developing  into*  a prosperous  farmer  and 
successful  business  man.  For  three  years  he 
served  as  a commissioner  of  Harrison  County. 

For  the  first  five  years  after  their  marriage 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Moore  lived  on  a farm  in  Freeport 


Township,  but  then  moved  to  the  old  farm  in 
Nottingham  Township  which  continued  to  be 
their  home  until  1965,  when  they  retired  and 
came  to  Freeport.  They  have  one  daughter, 
Anna  Maude,  who  married  Edgar  Snyder,  of 
Freeport.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Snyder  have  two  chil- 
dren, Frances  M.  and  Robert  M.  Mr.  Moore 
belongs  to  the  J.  S.  McCready  Post,  G.  A.  R., 
of  Cadiz.  Both  he  and  his  wife  belong  to  the 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Freeport,  and  have 
been  active  in  promoting  its  good  work.  like 
hi 8 father-in-law,  Mr.  Moore  has  served  his 
county  as  a commissioner,  his  period  of  service 
being  from  1884  until  1890.  It  would  be  diffi- 
cult to  point  out  finer  people  than  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Moore,  or  ones  more  typical  of  the  best  element 
in  this  part  of  the  state.  During  their  pro- 
ductive years  they  worked  hard,  and  now  that 
they  feel  they  can  take  life  easier  they  occu- 
py themselves  with  benevolent  enterprises  and 
church  work,  and  are  held  in  the  highest  regard 
by  all  who  know  them. 

J.  Beeches  Rogers  made  an  excellent  record 
in  his  administration  as  district  manager  for 
the  Midland  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company 
of  Columbus,  Ohio,  with  headquarters  at  Cadiz, 
and  he  developed  for  this  corporation  a sub- 
stantial and  representative  business  in  his  as- 
signed district. 

Mr.  Rogers  was  born  at  Pali,  now  Newtown, 
Tuscarawas  County,  Ohio,  April  14,  1869,  and 
was  a son  of  Joseph  G.  and  Hannah  M.  (Car- 
son)  Rogers,  both  natives  of  Nottingham  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County,  Ohio,  where  the  former 
was  born  March  20,  1831,  and  the  latter  June  23, 
1836 — dates  that  denote  that  the  families  were 
early  settlers  in  this  county.  Warner  and  Eliza- 
beth Rogers,  paternal  grandparents  of  the  sub- 
ject of  this  review,  not  only  reclaimed  a pio- 
neer farm  in  Nottingham  Township,  but  the 
grandfather  also  owned  and  operated  a grist 
mill  on  Brush  Fork  Creek.  He  and  his  wife 
were  active  members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  and  their  children  were  eight  in  num- 
ber: Joseph  G.,  Nelson,  William,  Elijah,  War- 
ner, Jr.,  Wesley,  Pamelia  and  Hester  Ann.  Mrs. 
Hannah  M.  (Carson)  Rogers  was  a daughter  of 
Elijah  and  Margaret  (Mahaffey)  Carson,  and 
the  former’s  father,  John  Carson,  was  one  of 
the  very  early  settlers  in  Harrison  County. 

As  a young  man  Joseph  G.  Rogers  learned 
the  shoemaker’s  trade,  and  to  the  same  he  de- 
voted his  attention  until  1854,  when  he  yielded 
to  the  lure  of  the  gold  excitement  in  California 
and  made  his  way  to  that  state.  He  sailed  from 
New  York  City  to  the  Isthmus  of  Panama, 
across  which  he  made  his  way  on  foot,  and 
then  proceeded  by  steamboat  up  the  coast  to 
California.  He  met  with  fair  success  in  his 
quest  for  gold  and  continued  his  activities  as  a 
gold  miner  in  California  for  six  years.  In  1860 
he  returned  to  the  old  home  in  Harrison  County, 
and  in  1862  he  here  wedded  Miss  Hannah  M. 
Carson.  Thereafter  they  resided  about  six  years 
in  Tuscarawas  County,  and  they  then  estab- 
lished their  home  on  a farm  in  Cadiz  Township, 
Harrison  County,  where  the  father  long  con- 
tinued his  successful  activities  as  an  agricul- 
turist and  where  he  continued  to  reside  until 
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his  death,  November  22,  1905,  his  widow  having 
passed  to  the  life  eternal  on  the  2d  of  June, 
1917,  and  both  having  been  earnest  members  of 
the  Church  of  Christ.  They  are  survived  by 
four  children : Iona  M.  is  the  wife  of  John  Mor- 
ris, of  Harrison  County;  E.  Carson  has  been  for 
twenty  years  a resident  of  the  city  of  Colum- 
bus, Ohio;  J.  Beecher,  of  this  review,  was  the 
next  in  order  of  birth ; and  Lida  M.  is  the  wife 
of  Charles  Bowman,  of  Stark  County. 

J.  Beecher  Rogers  was  an  infant  at  the  time 
of  his  parents’  return  to  Harrison  County,  where 
he  was  reared  to  manhood,  early  began  to  assist 
in  the  work  of  the  home  farm,  and  attended 
the  district  schools  of  Cadiz  Township,  a dis- 
cipline that  was  later  supplemented  by  a course 
of  study  at  Scio  College.  He  put  his  scholastic 
acquirements  to  practical  test  by  entering  the 
pedagogic  profession,  and  for  eight  years  he 
was  a successful  teacher  in  the  district  schools 
— principally  during  the  winter  terms,  during 
which  period  he  took  a business  course  at  Scio 
College.  Thereafter  he  was  associated,  as  a 
partner  of  his  father,  in  the  operation  of  the 
home  farm  until  the  death  of  his  father.  In 
1905,  and  he  continued  as  manager  of  the  place 
until  1911,  when  he  removed  to  the  city  of  Ca- 
diz and  engaged  in  the  insurance  business  as 
district  manager  for  the  Midland  Mutual  Life 
Insurance  Company  of  Columbus,  Ohio,  and  con- 
tinued so  until  his  death  on  November  13,  1920. 
His  political  allegiance  was  given  to  the  repub- 
lican party,  and  he  and  his  wife  hold  member- 
ship in  the  Church  of  Christ. 

June  21,  1894,  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Rogers  to  Miss  Nannie  E.  Cope,  daughter  of 
Jacob  and  Amanda  Cope,  of  Nottingham  Town- 
ship, and  to  them  were  born  two  children : Alma 
Bernice,  who  was  born  June  11,  1895,  is  the  wife 
of  Harry  C.  Smith,  of  Monmouth,  Illinois;  and 
Celia  Gregory,  who  was  born  May  22,  1906,  is 
a student  in  the  Cadiz  public  schools. 

Samuel  A.  Webb  owns  and  resides  upon  a 
part  of  the  fine  old  farm  which  figured  as  the 
place  of  his  birth,  has  Well  upheld  the  honors 
of  the  family  name,  both  as  a loyal  citizen  and 
vigorous  and  successful  farmer,  and  is  a repre- 
sentative, in  the  fourth  generation,  of  a family 
whose  name  has  been  worthily  identified  with 
the  history  of  Harrison  County  for  more  than 
a century.  Mr.  Webb  was  born  on  his  present 
farm,  in  Athens  Township,  Harrison  County, 
on  the  22d  of  November,  1873,  and  is  a son  of 
Jacob  W.  and  Sarah  (Dickerson)  Webb,  both 
likewise  natives  of  Athens  Township,  Harrison 
County,  where  the  respective  families  became 
established  in  the  early  pioneer  days.  Jacob 
W.  Webb  was  born  November  8,  1833,  and  vir- 
tually his  entire  life  was  passed  on  the  old  an- 
cestral farmstead  which  was  the  place  of  his 
birth  and  in  the  operation  of  which  he  became 
one  of  the  substantial  and  influential  exponents 
of  agricultural  and  live-stock  industry  in  Har- 
rison County.  He  was  reared  on  the  conditions 
of  the  middle-pioneer  period  in  the  history  of 
this  section  of  the  state,  and  here  he  lived  and 
wrought  to  goodly  ends  until  the  close  of  his 
long  and  useful  life,  his  death  having  occurred 
on  the  21st  of  October,  189a  On  the  18th  of 


October,  1860,  was  solemnized  his  marriage  to 
Miss  Sarah  Dickerson,  who  was  born  September 
24,  1835,  and  who  survived  him  by  nearly  a 
decade,  her  death  having  occurred  on  the  8th 
of  March,  1907.  Mrs.  Webb  was  a daughter  of 
John  and  Eliza  (McFadden)  Dickerson,  her 
father  having  been  born  in  Harrison  County  on 
the  30th  of  August,  1809,  a son  of  Joshua  Dick- 
erson, who  came  from  Pennsylvania  to  this 
county  in  1800  and  became  the  founder  of  one 
of  the  honored  pioneer  families  of  this  section 
of  the  state.  Jacob  W.  and  Sarah  (Dickerson) 
Webb  became  the  parents  of  nine  children : John 
(deceased),  George,  Emmet,  Sherman,  Clayton, 
Martha,  Samuel  A.,  Mary  (deceased)  and  Grace 
(deceased).  Mr.  Webb  was  a democrat  in  po- 
litical allegiance,  was  influential  in  public  af- 
fairs in  his  community,  and  both  he  and  his 
wife  were  earnest  members  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  earlier  generations  of  the  Webb  family 
having  been  affiliated  with  the  Society  of 
Friends. 

Jacob  W.  Webb  was  a son  of  John  Webb,  Sr., 
who  was  born  at  Bridgeport,  Pennsylvania,  Feb- 
ruary 5,  1806,  a son  of  Jacob  and  Hannah 
(Kirk)  Webb  who  married  in  Pennsylvania 
and  who  there  remained  until  1809,  when  they 
came  to  Ohio  and  settled  on  a tract  of  wild  land 
In  what  is  now  Athens  Township,  Harrison 
County.  The  stone  house  erected  on  this  pio- 
neer farm  by  Jacob  Webb,  Sr.,  is  still  standing 
and  is  one  of  the  venerable  landmarks  of  the 
county.  Jacob  Webb,  Sr.,  reclaimed  much  of  his 
land  to  cultivation  and  on  the  old  homestead 
his  death  occurred  in  1833,  his  widow  having 
survived  until  1858  and  having  been  eighty- 
three  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  her  death. 
They  became  the  parents  of  twelve  children; 
Sarah  died  unmarried;  Esther  became  the  wife 
of  Joseph  Huff;  Edith  married  John  Major; 
Hannah  became  the  wife  of  Cyrus  Holt;  John, 
grandfather  of  Samuel  A.,  of  this  sketch,  was 
the  next  in  order  of  birth;  Mary  married  Rob- 
ert Eanos;  Jacob  died  in  Illinois;  Ann  became 
the  wife  of  John  Perrego;  Ezekiel  and  Joseph 
remained  In  Athens  Township  until  their  death ; 
Robert  became  a resident  of  Illinois;  and 
Phoebe  died  at  the  age  of  seven  years. 

John  Webb  was  reared  on  the  frontier  farm 
and  with  the  passing  years  became  one  of  the 
prominent  farmers  and  influential  citizens  of 
Harrison  County.  November  11,  1830,  recorded 
his  marriage  to  Martha,  daughter  of  Col.  Jo- 
seph Holmes,  of  Short  Creek  Township,  Har- 
rison County,  where  she  was  born  January  8, 
1.811.  John  Webb  remained  actively  associated 
with  farm  enterprise  until  the  spring  of  1885, 
when  he  and  his  wife  removed  to  the  village  of 
New  Athens,  where  his  death  occurred  January 
15.  1893,  and  that  of  his  wife  on  the  9th  of  the 
following  September.  They  became  the  parents 
of  two  children,  Joseph  and  Jacob  W.,  both  now 
deceased.  John  Webb  developed  one  of  the  fine 
farm  properties  of  Harrison  County,  his  estate 
having  comprised  more  than  300  acres.  He  was 
a staunch  democrat,  and  served  as  township 
supervisor  and  in  other  positions  of  local  trust. 
He  and  his  wife  held  membership  in  the  Meth- 
odist Church  at  New  Athens. 
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Samuel  A.  Webb  acquired  his  early  educa- 
tion In  the  schools  of  his  native  county  and  in 
his  youth  gained  a full  quota  of  experience  in 
connection  with  the  activities  of  the  home  farm. 
In  his  independent  career  as  an  agriculturist 
and  stock-grower  he  continued  his  operations 
in  his  native  township  until  the  spring  of  1908, 
when  he  removed  to  Marion  County,  Kansas. 
After  two  years  of  farm  enterprise  in  the  Sun- 
flower State  he  returned  to  the  old  home  county 
and  has  since  given  his  active  and  effective 
supervision  to  his  well  improved  farm  of  101 
acres,  which  is  one  of  the  excellent  places  of 
Athens  Township,  and  which  is  on  rural  mail 
route  No.  3 from  Cadiz,  the  county  seat.  He  is 
one  of  the  enterprising  and  progressive  agricul- 
turists and  stock-growers  of  his  native  county, 
and  is  a popular  representative  of  one  of  the 
sterling  pioneer  families  of  this  section  of  the 
state.  Mr.  Webb  is  a staunch  advocate  and 
supporter  of  the  principles  of  the  democratic 
party,  and  his  secure  place  in  popular  esteem 
in  his  home  community  is  evidenced  by  his  hav- 
ing served  since  1916  as  trustee  of  Athens  Town- 
ship, in  which  office  he  has  done  his  best  to 
further  the  civic  and  material  welfare  of  the 
township.  He  and  his  wife  are  active  members 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church  at  New  Athens, 
Ohio. 

November  8,  1899,  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Webb  to  Miss  Flora  Fitch,  who  was  born 
near  Moorefleld,  this  county,  and  who  is  a 
daughter  of  William  K.  and  Hannah  E.  (Watt) 
Fitch,  both  natives  of  Belmont  County,  Ohio, 
and  members  of  old  pioneer  families,  residents 
of  Ohio  for  more  than  100  years.  The  father 
was  bom  July  21,  1844,  and  the  mother  on  the 
17th  of  June,  1852.  Within  a short  time  after 
his  marriage,  which  occurred  in  1870,  Mr.  Fitch 
established  his  residence  on  one  of  the  excel- 
lent farms  of  Moorefleld  Township,  Harrison 
County,  and  here  he  and  his  wife  passed  the 
remainder  of  their  lives,  Mrs.  Fitch  having 
died  June  25,  1915,  and  her  husband  having 
passed  away  July  14,  1919,  both  having  been 
zealous  members  of  the  Nottingham  Presby- 
terian Church  and  both  having  stood  high  in 
communal  esteem.  Mr.  Fitch  was  a member 
of  the  order  of  Masons.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Webb 
have  been  born  five  children,  all  of  whom  are 
living  except  the  first,  Samuel  A.,  who  was  bom 
August  30,  1903,  and  died  August  11,  1905: 
John  J.  was  born  October  15,  1907 ; William 
Walter,  October  2,  1910;  Harold  Woodrow,  Oc- 
tober 4.  1914;  and  George  Francis,  December 
26.  1917. 

Harvey  Shields  is  giving  his  able  manage- 
ment to  the  fine  old  homestead  farm  in  Short 
Creek  Township,  Harrison  County,  thnt  figures 
as  the  place  of  his  nativity,  his  birth  having 
here  occurred  on  the  10th  of  November.  1861. 
The  general  appearance  of  the  farm,  consisting 
of  100  acres,  gives  to  the  observer  the  immedi- 
ate deduction  that  its  owner  is  a man  of  energy 
and  progress veness,  and  Mr.  Shields  takes 
great  pride  in  keeping  the  old  homestead  up 
to  the  highest  standard.  He  is  a son  of  Jack- 
son  and  Abi  (Goodwin)  Shields,  the  former  of 
whom  was  bora  in  1827  and  the  latter  on  the 


22d  of  May,  1829.  a daughter  of  Jesse  and  Anna 
Goodwin.  The  marriage  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Shields 
was  solemnized  September  25,  1854,  and  they 
continued  their  residence  on  the  old  home  farm 
until  the  death  of  Mr.  Shields,  on  the  28th  of 
February,  1906,  his  widow  still  remaining  in 
the  home  that  has  been  endeared  to  her  by  the 
memories  and  associations  of  many  years.  The 
names  and  respective  dates  of  birth  of  their 
children  are  here  recorded:  Martha  (Mrs.  John 
R.  Sergant),  July  8,  1855;  Davis  H.,  June  14. 
1858:  Ruth  Anna,  February  16,  1861;  Harvey 
(subject  of  this  sketch),  November  10,  1861; 
Lydia  (Mrs.  Thompson  Matson),  May  5,  1863; 
Mary  R.  (second  wife  of  Thompson  Matson), 
February  18,  1866;  and  Taoy,  July  7,  1871. 

Jackson  Shields  was  a son  of  Benoni  and 
Lyda  (Woodward)  Shields,  both  natives  of  New 
Jersey,  where  the  former  was  born  August  6, 
1780.  and  the  latter  September  16,  1782.  their 
marriage  having  here  been  solemnized.  In  1829 
Benoni  Shields  became  a pioneer  settler  in  Short 
Creek  Township,  Harrison  County,  where  he 
reclaimed  a farm  from  a virtual  wilderness  and 
where  he  and  his  wife  passed  the  remainder  of 
tbeir  lives,  their  eleven  children  having  been 
born  prior  to  the  removal  to  Ohio,  and  the  fam- 
ily name  having  been  worthily  linked  with  the 
history  of  Harrison  County  for  nearly  a century. 

Harvey  Shields  was  reared  and  has  continu- 
ously remained  oh  the  old  home  farm,  and  his 
early  education  was  obtained  in  the  public 
schools  of  his  native  township.  He  is  familiar 
with  every  nook  and  corner  of  the  farm,  which 
has  been  his  home  from  the  time  of  his  birth, 
and  this  knowledge  he  has  utilized  in  gaining 
the  maximum  returns  from  his  progressive  ac- 
tivities as  an  agriculturist  and  stock-grower. 
The  farm  comprises  100  acres  and  is  equipped 
with  good  buildings  and  other  modern  improve- 
ments. Mr.  Shields  is  a republican  in  politics, 
and  he  and  his  wife  hold  membership  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church  at  Adena. 

June  4,  1902.  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Shields  to  Miss  Sadie  B.  Wilson,  who  was  born 
and  reared  in  Moorefleld  Township,  Harrison 
County,  a daughter  of  James  and  Eliza  (David- 
son) Wilson,  both  likewise  natives  of  Harrison 
County  and  representatives  of  honored  pioneer 
families.  James  Wilson  was  a son  of  James  and 
Sarah  (Brock)  Wilson,  who  were  natives  of 
Virginia  and  who  were  early  settlers  in  Moore- 
fleld Township,  Harrison  County.  James  Wil- 
son. Jr.,  passed  his  entire  life  in  Moorefleld 
Township  and  succeeded  to  the  ownership  of  the 
old  homestead  farm,  his  death  having  there  oc- 
curred in  1873.  He  first  married  Nancy  J.  Tar- 
bet.  and  she  was  survived  by  one  son,  Madison. 
The  marriage  of  Mr.  Wilson  to  Miss  Eliza  Da- 
vidson was  solemnized  August  4.  1864,  and  they 
became  the  parents  of  three  children,  Jonah  D.. 
Sadie  B.  and  James  A.  Mrs.  Wilson  long  sur- 
vived her  husband  and  was  about  eighty-two 
years  of  age  at  the  time  of  her  death.  She  was 
a devoted  member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church.  She  was  a daughter  of  Jonah  and 
Sarah  (Joice)  Davidson,  natives  of  Maryland. 
Samuel,  father  of  Jonah  Davidson,  came  to 
Harrison  County  in  1812  and  settled  in  Wash- 
ington Township,  where  he  and  hls  wife,  whose 
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maiden  name  was  Mary  Drake,  passed  the  re- 
mainder of  their  lives.  They  became  the  par- 
ents of  three  sons  and  three  daughters.  Jonah 
Davidson  was  born  in  Allegheny  County,  Mary- 
land, July  4,  1804,  and  thus  was  about  eight 
years  old  when  the  family  came  to  Harrison 
County  in  1812.  Here  he  was  reared  to  man- 
hood and  here  in  1829  he  married  Miss  Sarah 
Joice,  their  one  child  having  been  Eliza,  who 
was  born  October  26,  1832,  and  who  became  the 
wife  of  James  Wilson,  as  previously  recorded. 
Mr.  Davidson  died  June  16,  1889,  his  wife  hav- 
ing passed  away  in  1869.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Harvey 
Shields  have  two  children:  Harold  Wilson,  born 
August  21,  1904;  and  Harvey  Raymond,  bom 
May  6,  1907. 

E.  C.  Rogers  owns  and  resides  upon  an  excel- 
lent farm  of  152  acres  In  Nottingham  Township, 
Harrison  County  and  aside  from  the  prestige 
that  is  his  as  one  of  the  substantial  agricultur- 
ists and  stock  growers  of  his  native  township, 
his  is  the  distinction  also  of  being  of  a family 
that  was  founded  in  Harrison  County  in  the 
year  1808,  the  family  name  having  been  closely 
linked  with  civic  and  Industrial  progress  in  the 
county  during  the  long  intervening  years. 

E.  C.  Rogers  was  born  in  Nottingham  Town- 
ship on  November  3,  1868,  and  is  a son  of  Will- 
iam F.  Rogers,  who  was  born  in  Cadiz  Town- 
ship, this  county,  October  28,  1834,  and  who  was 
a resident  of  Nottingham  Township  at  the  time 
of  his  death,  December  27,  1909.  He  was  a son 
of  William  and  Susan  (Carson)  Rogers,  the 
former  of  whom  was  a son  of  Joseph  Rogers. 
William  Rogers  was  born  in  Maryland,  Novem- 
ber 30,  1798,  and  thus  was  about  ten  years  old 
when  the  family  came  to  Ohio  in  1808  and  set- 
tled in  what  is  now  Cadiz  Township,  Harrison 
County,  where  his  parents  passed  the  remain- 
der of  their  lives  and  where  he  was  reared  to 
manhood  under  the  conditions  marking  the  early 
pioneer  days.  Here  he  married  Miss  Susan 
Carson,  who  was  bom  August  14,  1803.  They 
became  the  parents  of  ten  children:  Sydonia, 
John  B.,  Jesse  B.,  Hannah,  Nancy  C.,  William 
F,  Barrett,  Susanna,  Lydia  and  Calvin.  After 
his  marriage  William  Rogers  continued  as  a 
farmer  in  Cadiz  Township  until  1856,  when  he 
purchased  and  removed  to  a farm  in  Notting- 
ham Township,  the  place  later  passing  Into  the 
possession  of  his  son  William  F.  Here  William 
Rogers  remained  until  his  death,  April  28,  1863, 
his  wife  having  died  May  26,  1844,  and  both 
having  been  active  members  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  the  while  his  political  al- 
legiance was  given  to  the  republican  party. 

William  F.  Rogers  gained  his  early  education 
in  the  common  schools  of  the  early  days,  and, 
as  already  noted,  he  eventually  became  the 
owner  of  the  farm  purchased  by  his  father  in 
Nottingham  Township,  In  which  part  of  the 
county  he  continued  his  successful  activities  as 
a farmer  during  the  remainder  of  his  active  life. 
As  a young  man  he  married  Miss  Hannah  Ham- 
ilton, who  was  bom  and  reared  in  Tuscarawas 
County,  where  her  father,  William  Hamilton, 
was  a representative  farmer.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Rogers  were  zealous  members  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  and  she  survived  him  by  ten 


years,  her  death  having  occurred  March  7,  1919. 
Of  their  children  E.  C.,  immediate  subject  to 
this  review,  is  the  eldest;  Ernest  E.  resides  at 
Uhrichsville,  Tuscarawas  County;  Nancy  Vir- 
ginia is  the  wife  of  James  L.  Nash,  of  Cadiz 
Township,  Harrison  County. 

E.  C.  Rogers  is  indebted  to  the  district  schools 
of  his  native  township  for  his  youthful  educa- 
tion, and  he  remained  at  the  parental  home  un- 
til his  marriage  in  1893,  since  which  time  he 
has  resided  continuously  on  his  present  term, 
except  for  an  interval  of  one  year.  He  is  a 
loyal  supporter  of  the  cause  of  the  republican 
party  and  is  one  of  the  progressive  citizens  of 
his  native  township. 

February  14,  1898,  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mrs.  Rogers  to  Miss  Leonora  Hines,  daughter  of 
James  M.  and  Almira  J.  (Carson)  Hines,  repre- 
sentatives of  sterling  pioneer  families  of  Har- 
rison County.  James  McMahan  Hines  was  bom 
March  5,  1844,  a son  of  William  and  Isabella 
(Hitchcock)  Hines,  his  father  having  been  bora 
in  Allegany  County,  Maryland,  March  19,  1800, 
and  having  been  four  years  old  when  his  par- 
ents. Rudolph  and  Sarah  (Huff)  Hines,  came 
to  Ohio  and  first  settled  In  Jefferson  County. 
The  family  home  was  established  in  Harrison 
County  in  1814,  and  the  parents  were  venerable 
pioneer’  citizens  of  this  county  at  the  time  of 
their  deaths.  Rudolph  Hines  was  a son  of  John 
Hines,  who  came  to  America  from  Germany 
prior  to  the  War  of  the  Revolution.  Rudolph 
Hines  served  as  a soldier  of  the  Continental 
Line  in  the  War  of  the  Revolution,  and  after 
coming  with  his  family  to  Ohio  he  remained  In 
Jefferson  County  until  1806,  when  he  removed 
into  what  Is  now  the  state  of  West  Virginia, 
where  he  remained  until  1814,  when  he  estab- 
lished the  family  home  In  Harrison  County, 
Ohio.  Here  he  developed  a farm  from  the 
wilderness  and  here  he  died  when  ninety  years 
of  age.  His  children  were  twelve  In  number. 
William  Hines  married,  February  15,  1827,  Miss 
Isabella  Hitchcock,  daughter  of  John  and  Jane 
McMahan  Hitchcock,  the  former  a native  of 
Maryland  and  the  latter  of  Ireland.  William 
Hines  passed  the  remainder  of  his  life  as  one 
of  the  substantial  farmers  of  Harrison  County, 
where  he  died  September  7,  1887,  aged  eighty- 
seven  years.  His  widow  who  was  bora  January 
24,  1806,  survived  him  by  several  years  and 
died  in  her  ninety-fourth  year,  both  having  been 
earnest  members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church.  They  became  the  parents  of  nine  chil- 
dren, of  whom  James  M.  was  the  sixth  in  order 
of  birth. 

James  M.  Hines  was  nineteen  years  old  when 
he  tendered  his  service  in  defense  of  the  Union. 
August  7,  1863,  he  enlisted  in  Company  C,  Fifth 
Independent  Battalion  of  Rangers,  Ohio  Volun- 
teers with  which  he  participated  in  numerous 
minor  engagements  in  the  mountain  districts 
of  Kentucky.  He  continued  in  service  about 
seven  months  and  then  returned  home.  On  the 
2d  of  February,  1866,  he  re-enlisted  as  a rqem- 
ber  of  Company  B,  One  Hundred  and  Ninety- 
Seventh  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  which  was  at- 
tached to  the  Army  of  the  East,  and  he  con- 
tinued in  service  until  July  31,  1866,  when  he 
received  his  honorable  discharge.  Mr.  Hines 
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became  one  of  the  successful  farmers  of  his  na- 
tive county,  was  a republican  In  politics,  and 
maintained  affiliation  with  the  Grand  Army  of 
the  Republic.  November  3,  1868,  he  married 
Miss  Almira  Jane  Carson,  daughter  of  Elijah 
and  Margaret  (Mahaffey)  .Carson,  the  former 
a native  of  Maryland  and  the  latter  of  Pennsyl- 
vania. John  Carson,  father  of  Elijah,  was  one 
of  the  pioneer  settlers  of  Harrison  County,  and 
here  Elijah  followed  the  trade  of  shoemaker  in 
connection  with  farm  enterprise.  He  served 
many  years  as  a justice  of  the  peace,  and  was 
in  later  years  a staunch  advocate  of  the  princi- 
ples of  the  Prohibition  party.  He  was  born  in 
1810,  and  died  in  November,  1887 ; his  wife  was 
bom  in  1803,  and  died  in  1884.  Their  children 
were  seven  in  number.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  James  M. 
Hines  became  the  parents  of  five  children,  one 
of  whom  died  in  infancy;  Leonora  is  the  wife 
of  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  Alexander  L.  is 
deceased;  and  James  Kinsey  and  John  Newton 
still  reside  in  Harrison  County.  Mr.  Hines  died 
on  the  12th  of  May,  1919,  and  his  widow  remains 
on  the  old  homestead  farm  in  Cadiz  Township. 

In  conclusion  is  given  brief  record  concern- 
ing the  children  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Rogers : Craig 
M.  now  resides  at  Marion,  Ohio,  where  he  is 
traffic  manager  of  the  Poliak  Steel  Copipany. 
Harry  Adell,  engaged  in  farming  in  Nottingham 
Township,  married  Miss  Mabel  Smith,  and  they 
have  one  child,  Robert  Cloyd.  Frederick  H.  re- 
sides at  Marion,  this  state,  where  he  is  a clerk 
with  the  Poliak  Steel  Company.  He  married 
Clara  I.  Finical,  of  Cadiz  Township,  the  daugh- 
ter of  A.  O.  and  Ollie  D.  Finical.  Clara  Fay, 
James  F.  F.  Carson  and  Veda  Virginia  remain 
at  the  parental  home.  Craig  McKinley  Rogers 
represented  Harrison  County  as  a gallant  young 
soldier  in  the  late  World  war.  He  entered  the 
service  June  24,  1918,  and  at  Camp  Sherman, 
Ohio,  was  assigned  to  Company  A,  Three  Hun- 
dred and  Thirty-fifth  Infantry,  Eighty-fourth 
Division.  From  Quebec,  Canada,  he  sailed  for 
France  September  2,  1918,  and  upon  arriving  in 
France  he  was  transferred  to  Headquarters 
Company  of  the  Three  Hundred  and  Sixty-sec- 
ond Infantry,  Ninety-first  Division.  As  a clerk 
of  his  company  he  was  with  this  command  on 
the  Belgian  front,  and  he  returned  to  the  United 
States  April  15,  1919,  his  honorable  discharge 
having  been  given  to  him  May  1,  1919. 

William  F.  Dunlap,  whose  death  occurred 
November  26,  1920,  was  a representative  farmer 
and  honored  citizen  of  Athens  Township,  Har- 
rison County,  and  a member  of  one  of  the  oldest 
and  most  influential  pioneer  families  of  this 
county.  Within  the  pages  of  this  publication 
will  be  found  many  references  to  the  family, 
which  has  played  a large  and  worthy  part  in 
the  civic  and  industrial  development  and  up- 
building of  the  county. 

William  Finley  Dunlap  was  born  in  Athens 
Township  August  2,  1858,  and  was  a son  of 
Samuel  and  Mary  Jane  (Dunlap)  Dunlap,  the 
former  of  whom  was  born  in  Athens  Township 
December  24,  1825,  and  the  latter  of  whom  was 
born  in  Moorefield  Township,  a daughter  of 
Adam  and  Jane  (Pattlson)  Dunlap,  who  were 
numbered  among  the  very  early  settlers  of 


Moorefield  Township,  even  as  the  parents  of 
Samuel  Dunlap  were  pioneers  of  Athens  Town- 
ship, the  two  branches  of  the  family  still  hav- 
ing many  representatives  in  Harrison  County. 
Samuel  Dunlap  was  reared  under  the  conditions 
and  influences  of  the  pioneer  days,  passed  his 
entire  life  in  Athens  Township,  and  was  there 
the  owner  of  a valuable  landed  estate  of  489 
acres  at  the  time  of  his  death.  He  was  a son 
of  Robert  and  Mary  (Pattison)  Dunlap,  both 
natives  of  Pennsylvania,  where  the  former  was 
born  in  the  year  1794,  a son  of  Adam  and  Re- 
becca (Work)  Dunlap,  who  came  to  Harrison 
County  and  settled  in  Athens  Township  in  1812, 
there  passing  the  remainder  of  their  lives  as 
sterling  citizens  who  endured  their  full  share 
of  the  trials  and  hardships  of  life  on  the  fron- 
tier. Adam  Dunlap  was  influential  in  pioneer 
politics,  a 8 a staunch  advocate  of  the  principles 
of  the  democratic  party,  and  he  was  one  of  the 
founders  of  the  Nottingham  Presbyterian 
Church.  His  death  occurred  September  22,  1830, 
and  his  wife  passed  away  May  20,  1846.  Robert 
Dunlap  developed  one  of  the  pioneer  farms  of 
Athens  Township  and  was  one  of  the  leaders 
in  community  affairs.  As  a democrat  he  served 
in  various  township  offices,  and  he  and  his  wife 
were  zealous  members  of  the  Nottingham  Pres- 
byterian Church.  They  became  the  parents  of 
six  children : Hugh  P.,  Samuel,  Nancy,  Rebecca, 
Mary  and  Robert,  Jr.,  all  now  deceased.  Mr. 
Dunlap  died  March  2,  1860,  his  wife  having 
passed  away  September  29,  1852. 

Samuel  Dunlap,  like  his  father  and  grand- 
father, had  the  sterling  qualities  of  mind  and 
heart  that  made  him  specially  well  equipped  for 
leadership  in  community  sentiment  and  action, 
and  he  was  called  upon  to  serve  in  local  offices 
of  public  trust,  including  those  of  township 
clerk  and  township  trustee.  In  his  youth  he 
was  for  a time  engaged  in  teaching  in  the  rural 
schools,  but  his  active  career  was  mainly 
marked  by  close  and  successful  association  with 
agricultural  and  live-stock  Industry  In  his  na- 
tive township.  He  and  his  wife  were  zealous 
members  of  the  Nottingham  Presbyterian 
Church,  In  which  he  served  in  various  official 
positions,  including  those  of  trustee,  treasurer 
and  deacon.  His  marriage  to  Mary  J.  Dunlap 
was  solemnized  in  1857,  and  of  their  three  chil- 
dren William  F.,  of  this  review,  was  the  eldest; 
Emily  became  the  wife  of  John  A.  Jamison  and 
Is  now  deceased;  and  James  P.  is  deceased. 
Samuel  Dunlap  passed  to  the  life  eternal  June 
29,  1882,  and  his  widow  died  on  the  18th  of 
August,  1900,  the  remains  of  both  being  laid  to 
rest  in  the  Nottingham  cemetery. 

William  F.  Dunlap  acquired  his  early  educa- 
tion in  the  district  schools  of  Athens  Township, 
and  be  continued  to  be  associated  with  the  ac- 
tivities of  his  father’s  farm  until  about  four 
years  after  the  death  of  his  father.  In  1886  he 
purchased  his  homestead  farm,  which  he 
developed  into  a splendid  estate  of  569  acres, 
devoted  to  diversified  agriculture  and  stock- 
raising,  with  special  attention  given  to  the  rais- 
ing of  sheep.  Mr.  Dunlap  long  stood  well  to 
the  front  as  one  of  the  leading  farmers  of  his 
native  county  and  in  all  of  the  relations  of  life 
he  well  upheld  the  high  honors  of  the  family 
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name.  He  was  a staunch  supporter  of  the  cause 
of  the  democratic  party.  He  served  as  township 
trustee  and  was  influential  in  public  affairs  in 
his  community.  He  and  his  wife  held  member- 
ship  in  the  Presbyterian  Church  at  New  Athens. 

On  the  29th  of  October,  1886,  was  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  Mr.  Dunlap  to  Miss  Mary  H. 
Dunlap,  who  was  born  in  Nottingham  Township, 
Harrison  County,  a daughter  of  Samuel  and 
Mary  (Rea)  Dunlap.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Dunlap 
were  born  seven  children:  Emma  Belle,  born 

August  1,  1886,  is  the  wife  of  Ralph  Moore,  and 
they  reside  in  Moorefleld  Township;  Samuel  P., 
born  December  15,  1887,  married  Miss  Pearle 
J.  McFadden,  and  they  also  reside  in  Moore- 
fleld Township;  Clyde  C.,  born  September  29, 
1891,  is  at  home;  Sara  L.,  born  November  14, 
1894,  married  George  H.  Knight,  of  Short  Creek 
Township;  Finley  B„  who  was  born  February  2, 
1898,  died  March  28,  1909;  and  the  younger 
children  of  the  home  circle  are  Alfred  R.,  born 
September  4,  1899;  and  Clarke  H.,  born  May 
3,  1902. 

Oliver  Fran  run  Drum,  a well  known  Cadiz 
Township  farmer,  was  born  October  3,  1882,  in 
Monroe  County,  Ohio.  His  father,  David  M. 
Drum,  who  was  bora  April  15,  1856,  as  well  as 
the  mother,  Delilah  Jane  (Biddy)  Drum,  born 
June  16,  1866,  were  natives  of ‘Monroe  County. 
The  paternal  grandparents,  John  B.  and  Sarah 
(Piatt)  Drum,  were  early  settlers  in  Monroe. 
In  the  maternal  ancestry,  Adam  and  Perdilla 
(Straight)  Eddy  and  the  Drums  all  lived  in 
the  same  community.  John  B.  Drum  was  a Civil 
war  veteran,  and  was  at  the  front  two  years. 
After  the  war  he  did  carpenter  work  combined 
with  farming.  The  following  children  called 
him  father:  Harvey,  David,  Eugene,  Delbert, 

Lindsay,  Adelaide,  Viola  and  Evelyn. 

The  children  in  the  Eddy  household  were: 
Delilah  Jane,  Frank  and  JefTerson.  It  was  the 
oldest  daughter  who  became  Mrs.  David  M. 
Drum.  The  father  was  a farmer  in  Monroe 
County.  For  many  years  Mr.  Drum  combined 
carpenter  work  with  farming,  but  recently  he 
only  does  farming  and  cares  for  livestock.  His 
children  are:  Oliver,  Frank,  Roseoe,  Etta,  Jo- 
sephine, Vernon  and  Homer.  The  two  younger 
sons  were  in  service  in  the  World  war. 

Vernon  Drum  enlisted  June  7,  1913,  going  at 
once  into  training  at  Camp  Alfred  Vail  in  New 
Jersey.  He  was  in  the  Signal  Corps,  Company 
C.  One  Hundred  and  Ninth  Foreign  Signal  Bat- 
talion. He  went  to  France,  landing  at  Brest 
July  18th,  only  six  weeks  after  entering  the 
service.  He  did  service  in  France  and  Italy, 
returning  from  overseas  one  year  and  one  day 
from  the  time  he  landed  in  France. 

Homer  Drum  was  stationed  at  Camp  Sherman 
from  the  time  he  enlisted,  May  30,  1918,  a week 
and  a day  earlier  than  his  older  brother.  For 
several  months  he  served  as  sergeant  in  the 
Eighth  Company,  Second  Training  Battalion, 
at  Camp  Sherman  and  later  as  field  clerk.  The 
Drum  family  belongs  to  the  Christian  Church  in 
Cadiz.  The  grandfather,  who  died  in  1905,  was 
a Civil  war  soldier  and  a regular  attendant  at 
post  meetings  of  the  local  G.  A.  R.  There  is 
sufficient  military  spirit  in  the  family. 


In  the  different  generations  in  the  Drum  fam- 
ily carpenter  work  has  been  combined  with 
farming,  and  after  completing  his  common 
school  education  in  Monroe  County,  Oliver 
Frank  Drum  simply  walked  in  the  footsteps  of 
his  father  and  grandfather.  The  carpenter  and 
the  farmer  are  both  valuable  adjuncts  to  any 
community.  The  farmer  must  have  shelter  as 
well  as  the  rest  of  the  world. 

On  Christmas  day,  1911,  Mr.  Drum  married 
Frances  Eleanor  Thompson  (see  sketch  of  Em- 
mett Thompson),  who  has  always  lived  in  the 
community.  For  six  and  one-half  years  they 
have  lived  on  a farm  half  a mile  northeast  from 
Cadiz.  They  have  all  the  advantages  of  the 
town  and  live  in  the  country.  Mrs.  Drum  is  a 
member  of  the  Methodist  Church  in  Cadiz. 
Through  several  generations  her  relatives  have 
been  Methodists. 

Charles  C.  Dickerson  is  fortified  both  in 
practical  experience  and  by  careful  study  of 
ways  and  means  in  the  furtherance  of  his  suc- 
cessful activities  as  one  of  the  representative 
agriculturists  and  stock-growers  of  his  native 
county,  and  his  well  Improved  farm  of  one  hun- 
dred and  eight  acres  is  eligibly  situated  In  Cadiz 
Township.  Mr.  Dickerson  was  born  in  Athens 
Township,  Harrison  County,  January  2,  1868, 
and  is  a son  of  Samuel  C.  and  Mary  E.  (McCoy) 
Dickerson,  both  likewise  natives  of  this  county, 
where  the  respective  families  were  founded  In 
the  pioneer  era.  Samuel  C.  Dickerson  was  bora^ 
in  Athens  Township  May  19,  1840,  and  he  passed’ 
the  closing  period  of  his  life  in  the  city  of  Ca- 
diz, the  county  seat,  where  he  died  August  27, 
1918.  His  father,  John  C.  Dickerson,  was  like- 
wise born  In  Harrison  County,  a fact  which  de- 
notes clearly  that  the  family  was  here  estab- 
lished at  a very  early  period  in  the  history  of 
this  now  opulent  section  of  the  Buckeye  State. 
Mrs.  Mary  E.  (McCoy)  Dickerson,  who  still 
maintains  her  home  at  Cadiz,  is  a daughter  of 
Frank  McCoy,  who  was  long  engaged  In  the 
work  of  his  trade,  that  of  shoemaker,  In  Moore- 
fleld Township,  where  he  continued  to  reside 
until  his  death. 

Samuel  C.  Dickerson  gained  his  early  edu- 
cation in  the  common  schools  of  Harrison 
County  and  the  major  part  of  his  active  life  was 
devoted  to  farm  enterprise,  though  he  was  for 
a number  of  years  proprietor  of  the  grist  mill 
known  as  the  Dickerson  mill  in  Athens  Town- 
ship, the  same  having  originally  been  operated 
by  water  power  and  he  having  supplied  it  with 
steam  power.  He  finally  sold  this  mill  and  re- 
sumed his  active  association  with  farm  indus- 
try, besides  becoming  a successful  buyer  and 
shipper  of  live  stock.  In  the  late  ’90s  he  re- 
moved from  his  farm  to  Cadiz,  where  he  lived 
practically  retired  during  the  closing  period  of 
his  life.  He  was  a man  of  sterling  attributes 
of  character,  resourceful  and  progressive  in  his 
business  activities  and  loyal  and  liberal  as  a 
citizen.  He  and  his  wife  became  zealous  mem- 
bers of  the  Presbyterian  Church  at  Cadiz,  and 
his  political  allegiance  was  given  to  the  demo- 
cratic party.  Of  the  children  the  eldest  is  Eliza 
Florence,  who  first  married  Samuel  Breen  and 
after  his  death  became  the  wife  of  Thomas  J. 
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Lane;  Charles  C.,  of  this  review,  was  the  next 
in  order  of  birth ; Eva  is  the  wife  of  Harry  B. 
McConnell;  Jessie  is  the  wife  of  Bingham  C. 
Scott;  Samuel  F.  resides  in  Cadiz;  and  Emma  is 
the  wife  of  William  Richey  of  Cadiz  Township. 

Charles  C.  Dickerson  is  indebted  to  the  pub- 
lic schools  of  his  native  township  for  his  early 
educational  discipline,  and  he  was  a young  man 
when  he  initiated  his  independent  operations  as 
a farmer  in  Athens  Township.  After  his  mar- 
riage, in  1897,  he  removed  to  Jefferson  County, 
where  he  was  engaged  In  farm  enterprise  twelve 
years,  and  in  1912  he  purchased  his  present  well 
improved  farm,  which  Is  devoted  to  diversified 
agriculture  and  to  the  raising  of  good  grades 
of  live  stock,  the  place  being  one  of  the  valu- 
able farms  of  Cadiz  Township.  He  is  a demo- 
crat in  politics,  and  he  and  his  wife  are  zealous 
members  of  the  Asbury  Chapel  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church,  not  far  distant  from  their  home, 
he  having  been  superintendent  of  its  Sunday 
School  for  a number  of  years. 

On  the  6th  of  May,  1897,  was  solemnized  the 
marriage  of  Mr.  Dickerson  to  Miss  Bertie  K. 
Birney,  who  likewise  was  born  and  reared  in 
Harrison  County,  and  they  have  one  child,  Mary 
Helen,  who  was  bom  March  17,  1908.  Mrs. 
Dickerson  was  bom  in  Athens  Township  Octo- 
ber 5,  1870,  and  is  a daughter  of  Robert  N.  and 
Mary  M.  (Brown)  Birney,  the  former  of  whom 
was  born  in  Monroe  Township,  this  county,  Sep- 
tember 5,  1850,  and  the  latter  of  whom  was  bora 
in  Athens  Township,  May  20,  1850,  she  having 
been  a daughter  of  George  and  Catherine  Brown 
and  her  father  having  been  a prosperous  farmer 
in  Athens  Township.  Robert  N.  Birney  was  a 
son  of  Hugh  and  Anna  (Reynolds)  Birney,  pio- 
neer settlers  in  Monroe  Township.  Their  chil- 
dren were  five  in  number;  Jane,  William,  Nel- 
son, Joanna  and  Robert  N. 

Robert  N.  Birney  was  one  of  the  representa- 
tive farmers  of  Athens  Township  from  the  time 
of  his  marriage  until  his  death,  which  occurred 
November  5,  1917.  His  wife  passed  to  the  life 
eternal  on  the  20th  of  February,  1932.  Both 
were  earnest  and  influential  members  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  at  New  Athens,  and 
he  served  many  years  as  superintendent  of  its 
Sunday  School.  Of  their  children  Mrs.  Dicker- 
son  is  the  first  bora;  Daisy,  born  October  17, 
1874,  is  the  wife  of  William  H.  Chandler,  now 
of  Portsmouth,  Ohio;  George  Hugh,  who  was 
born  March  29,  1876,  married  Miss  Bernice 
Dickinson,  and  is  now  living  in  'Cleveland, 
Ohio;  and  Dwight,  bora  May  5,  1885,  married 
Miss  Flora  Birney.  and  is  also  a resident  of 
Cleveland. 

The  pleasant  rural  home  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Dickerson  is  known  for  its  cordial  and  unas- 
suming hospitality  and  is  a center  of  much 
of  the  representative  social  activity  of  the  im- 
mediate community. 

John  Harrison.  Both  by  reason  of  his  ster- 
ling character  and  large  and  worthy  achieve- 
ment and  his  status  as  a representative  of  one 
of  the  honored  and  influential  pioneer  families 
of  Harrison  County,  is  the  late  John  Harrison 
entitled  to  special  tribute  in  this  history.  He 
passed  virtually  his  entire  life  on  the  fine  old 


homestead  farm  which  was  the  place  of  his 
birth  in  North  Township,  this  county,  and  In 
his  civic  relations  as  well  as  his  career  as  a 
representative  of  agricultural  and  livestock  in- 
dustry in  his  native  county  he  was  emphatically 
the  apostle  of  progress,  true  and  earnest  in  all 
of  the  relations  of  life  and  well  worthy  of  the 
high  esteem  in  which  he  was  uniformly  held. 
He  was  born  July  10,  1830,  on  the  ancestral 
farmstead  in  North  Township,  and  on  this  place 
his  death  occurred  December  2,  1908. 

John  Harrison  was  a son  of  Joseph  and  El- 
len (Hartley)  Harrison,  both  natives  of  Eng- 
land. Joseph  Harrison  was  born  on  a fine  old 
homestead  known  as  Stubbens  Farm,  near  Otley, 
Yorkshire,  England,  and  was  a son  of  John  Har- 
rison, who  first  came  from  England  to  the 
United  States  in  1814  and  who  at  the  time  made 
his  way  as  far  to  the  west  as  Pitt^urgh,  Penn- 
sylvania. After  his  return  to  England  he  there 
remained  until  1816,  when  he  came  again  to 
America  and  soon  afterward  became  the  first 
representative  of  the  English  pioneer  families  in 
North  Township,  Harrison  County.  In  1823  he 
returned  to  his  native  land,  and  there  his  death 
occurred  about  ten  years  later,  when  he  was 
seventy  years  of  age.  He  was  a farmer  by  oc- 
cupation during  his  entire  active  career,  and  in 
England  was  the  owner  of  an  excellent  farm  of 
114  acres  in  Yorkshire.  His  wife  likewise 
passed  the  closing  years  of  her  life  In  England. 

Joseph  Harrison  was  a youth  of  sixteen  years 
when  he  came  with  his  father  to  the  United 
States  in  1816,  and  the  home  was  established 
in  a pioneer  log  cabin  on  a tract  of  about  eight 
acres  of  timbered  land  In  North  Township,  Har- 
rison County,  where  he  did  well  his  part  in 
felling  the  forest  trees  and  making  the  tract 
available  for  cultivation.  In  1823  he  returned 
with  his  father  to  England,  but  in  1826  he  came 
again  to  the  pioneer  farm  in  North  Township. 
Harrison  County.  In  1828  he  here  wedded  Miss 
Ellen  Hartley,  daughter  of  Christopher  Hart- 
ley. who  came  from  Carlton,  England,  and  be- 
came a pioneer  settler  in  Harrison  County. 
Ohio,  where  he  secured  land  in  North  Township 
and  where  his  family  joined  him  in  1820.  Here 
he  died  in  1864,  at  the  venerable  age  of  eighty- 
six  years,  and  his  wife,  Mary,  passed  away  in 
1867,  aged  seventy-eight  years,  their  children 
having  been  seven  In  number.  After  their  mar- 
riage Mr.  and  Mrs.  Joseph  Harrison  mottled  on 
the  farm  which  later  became  the  property  of 
their  son  John,  subject  of  this  memoir,  and  in 
1835  they  here  replaced  the  primitive  log  house 
with  a substantial  frame  building.  Here  Mrs. 
Harrison  died  in  the  year  1853,  aged  forty-seven 
years,  and  of  their  three  children  John  and 
William  became  substantial  farmers  of  North 
Township,  the  third  son,  Joseph,  Jr.,  having 
died  in  1847,  at  the  age  of  seven  years.  In  1857 
Joseph  Harrison  contracted  a second  marriage, 
when  Sarah  Heron  became  his  wife,  and  he 
remained  on  his  old  home  farm  until  his  death. 
April  13,  1878,  his  widow  having  long  survived 
him  and  having  passed  away  In  1890.  at  the  age 
of  seventy-seven  years.  Both  were  earnest 
members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  as 
was  also  the  first  wife.  Joseph  Harrison  was 
a democrat  until  the  anti-slavery  movement  led 
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him  in  1846  to  transfer  his  allegiance  to  the 
free-soil  party,  from  which  he  withdrew  to  ally 
himself  with  the  republican  party  at  the  time 
of  its  organisation.  He  had  no  desire  for  pub- 
lic office,  but  his  civic  loyalty  caused  him  to 
give  effective  service  as  township  trustee  of 
North  Township. 

John  Harrison  gained  his  early  education  by 
attending  winter  sessions  of  the  pioneer  schools, 
and  during  the  intervening  summer  seasons  he 
found  his  youthful  services  in  requisition  in 
connection  with  the  work  of  the  home  farm. 
He  became  not  only  the  largest  landholder  in 
North  Township,  with  a final y improved  farm 
of  420  acres,  but  he  also  owned  a farm  of  290 
acres  in  Carroll  County.  He  was  one  of  the 
foremost  and  most  successful  exponents  of  live- 
stock industry  In  this  section  of  the  state,  was 
for  a number  of  years  a leader  in  the  raising 
of  sheep  in  Harrison  County,  but  later  gave 
his  attention  largely  to  dairy  farming,  in  which 
connection  he  shipped  large  quantities  of  milk 
to  Pittsburgh  and  other  points,  his  shipment  of 
milk  in  the  year  1890  having  aggregated  nearly 
15,000  gallons.  Mr.  Harrison  was  emphatically 
a man  of  prescience,  enterprise  and  progressive- 
ness, and  in  this  connection  it  is  interesting  to 
record  that  he  introduced  the  first  mowing  ma- 
chine placed  in*  operation  in  North  Township, 
in  1857,  besides  which  he  manufactured  and  in- 
stalled on  his  farm  the  first  tile  drain-pipe  in 
the  township,  his  manufacturing  of  drain  tile 
having  been  successfully  continued  for  eleven 
years,  within  which  he  supplied  much  of  the 
tiling  utilized  in  his  township.  For  fully  half 
a century  John  Harrison  rode  a mowing  ma- 
chine in  each  successive  season,  and  he  took 
great  pride  and  satisfaction  in  his  successful 
association  with  farm  industry,  in  connection 
with  which  he  was  a leader  in  progressive  move- 
ments in  this  section  of  the  Buckeye  State.  On 
his  farm  he  raised  the  largest  steer  ever  shipped 
out  of  Harrison  County,  this  animal  having 
been  shipjied  to  Pittsburgh  and  having  there 
tipped  the  scales  at  a weight  of  3,250  pounds. 

In  politics  Mr.  Harrison  became  a stalwart 
advocate  and  supporter  of  the  principles  of  the 
republican  party,  and  in  the  climacteric  period 
leading  up  to  the  Civil  war  he  was  a staunch 
abolitionist.  A man  of  well  fortified  convic- 
tions, he  never  lacked  the  courage  of  the  same, 
and  his  wife  was  guided  and  governed  by  the 
highest  principles,  so  that  to  him  was  justly 
accorded  the  respect  and  confidence  of  his  fel- 
low men.  His  widow  survived  until  August  4, 
1920.  She  was  a devoted  member  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church. 

On  the  22d  of  April,  1852,  was  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  John  Harrison  to  Miss  Euphe- 
nda  Patterson,  who  was  born  and  reared  in 
Carroll  County  and  who  was  a daughter  of 
John  and  Isabella  (McMillan)  Patterson,  the 
latter  of  whom  died  September  13,  1859,  and 
the  former  died  November  17,  1846.  They  were 
married  November  25,  1824.  The  Patterson 
family  was  founded  in  Carroll  County  in  the 
early  part  of  the  nineteenth  century.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Harrison  became  the  parents  of  twelve 
children,  concerning  whom  brief  record  is  here 
given:  Joseph  T.,  who  is  engaged  in  the  prac- 


tice of  law,  as  one  of  the  representative  mem- 
bers of  the  bar  in  the  City  of  Cincinnati,  mar- 
ried Miss  Venelia  Smith,  and  they  have  one 
child,  Louise  Kerper.  James  M.,  who  owns  and 
resides  upon  a fine  ranch  in  the  State  of  Wash- 
ington, is,  in  1920,  serving  his  second  term  ns 
representative  of  Skagit  County  in  the  Legisla- 
ture of  that  state.  He  married  Miss  Ora 
Holmes,  and  they  have  three  children — George, 
Mina  and  John.  John  P.,  born  March  31,  1857, 
died  August  2.  1895.  Charles  S.  was  a resident 
of  the  State  of  Kansas  at  the  time  of  his  death 
on  March  21,  1899.  He  was  born  March  22, 
1858.  Isabella  and  William  were  twins,  born 
June  22,  1860.  Isabella  died  March  24,  1896, 
and  William  died  December  11.  1909.  Isabella 
became  the  wife  of  Nelson  Carter  and  was  a 
resident  of  Marshall  County  Kansas,  at  the  time 
of  her  death.  Her  twin  brother,  William,  was 
a resident  of  California  for  a number  of  years 
prior  to  his  death.  Ella  continued  to  reside  ip 
Harrison  County  until  her  death,  in  August, 
1909.  Abraham  L.,  who  was  bom  February  28, 
1864,  died  at  Gunnison.  Colorado,  in  the  year 
1882.  Thaddeus  S.  is  associated  with  b!s 
brother  Milton  B.  in  the  management  of  the  fine 
old  home  farm  in  North  Township.  Effie  is  the 
wife  of  Sherman  McKlveen.  of  Scio,  this  county. 
Milton  B.  is  the  youngest  of  the  sons.  Virginia 
is  the  wife  of  Harry  H.  Whittaker,  of  Stock 
Township. 

Thaddeus  S.  and  Milton  B.  Harrison  have 
maintained  a partnership  alliance  in  the  owner- 
ship and  operation  of  the  old  home  farm  since 
1909.  and  the  aggregate  area  of  their  holdings 
is  254  acres.  They  are  well  upholding  the  pres- 
tige of  the  family  name  as  progressive  agricul- 
turists and  stock-growers  and  as  loyal  and  pub- 
lic-spirited citizens.  They  give  special  attention 
to  the  raising  of  pure-blood  Aberdeen  Angus 
cattle,  and  In  this  department  of  farm  enter- 
prise they  have  been  successful  in  their  ac- 
tivities during  a period  of  more  than  a decade. 
Thaddeus  S.  is  numbered  among  the  eligible 
bachelors  of  his  native  county.  Milton  B.  mar- 
ried Miss  Alice  Viola  Haines,  daughter  of 
George  D.  Haines,  of  whom  individual  mention 
Is  made  in  the  following  sketch  of  this  volume, 
and  the  four  children  of  this  union  are:  Wilbur 
L.,  Famy  Marie,  Delmar  S.  and  Virginia  Belle. 

Geoboe  D.  Haines,  who  has  been  a resident 
of  Harrison  County  since  the  year  1909,  is  one 
of  the  prosperous  representatives  of  farm  enter- 
prise in  North  Township,  where  he  is  the  owner 
of  a well  improved  farm  of  165  acres,  devoted 
to  diversified  agriculture  and  the  raising  of  ex- 
cellent types  of  live  stock,  including  pure-blood 
Aberdeen-Angus  cattle. 

Mr.  Haines  was  bora  in  Greene  County.  Penn- 
sylvania, on  the  23d  of  July,  1853.  and  is  a 
son  of  Cyrenius  and  Mary  Ann  (Pride)  Haines, 
both  likewise  natives  of  the  old  Keystone  State, 
where  the  former  was  bora  in  Greene  County 
and  the  latter  In  Monongahela  County,  she 
having  been  a daughter  of  Burton  and  Nancy 
(Sutton)  Pride.  George  Haines,  grandfather  of 
him  whose  name  introduces  this  review,  was 
born  in  the  State  of  New  York  and  became  a 
substantial  farmer  in  Greene  County,  Pennsyl- 
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vania,  where  he  remained  until  his  death.  His 
first  wife  was  survived  by  one  child,  John,  and 
of  the  second  marriage  were  born  eleven  chil- 
dren— Justus,  Cyrenius,  Aaron,  Catherine,  Re- 
becca, Maria,  Margaret,  Sarah,  Nancy,  Julia 
Ann  and  Eleanor.  The  religious  faith  of  the 
family  was  that  of  the  Baptist  Church. 
Cjrrenius  Haines  eventually  became  the  owner 
of  the  fine  old  homestead  farm  on  which  he  was 
born,  and  there  he  continued  to  reside,  as  one 
of  the  prosperous  farmers  of  Greene  County, 
Pennsylvania,  until  his  death,  his  wife  likewise 
having  died  on  this  old  homestead,  and  both 
having  been  earnest  members  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  to  which  he  had  transferred 
his  membership  from  the  Baptist  Church.  They 
became  the  parents  of  ten  children:  Burton, 
George  D.,  William,  Olivia  L.  (died  in  early 
childhood),  David  (likewise  died  in  childhood), 
Lewis,  Dempsey  D.,  John,  Nancy  Elmira  and 
Alice. 

The  schools  of  his  native  county  afforded 
George  D.  Haines  his  youthful  education,  and 
he  continued  his  association  with  the  affairs  of 
his  father's  farm  until  his  marriage,  in  August, 
1876,  to  Miss  Elizabeth  Fa  my  White,  daughter 
of  Brazil  and  Mary  (Fox)  White,  of  Greene 
County,  Pennsylvania.  After  his  marriage  Mr. 
■Haines  continued  as  a farmer  in  his  native 
•county  until  1886,  when  he  removed  with  his 
family  to  Marion  County,  West  Virginia,  and 
•established  his  home  on  a farm  four  miles  dis- 
tant from  Mannington.  There  he  continued  his 
"operations  as  an  agriculturist  until  1909,  when 
he  sold  his  West  Virginia  property  and  came 
Uo  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  where  he  purchased 
his  present  farm,  which  has  continued  his  place 
•of  abode  and  which  he  has  made  the  stage  of 
successful  agricultural  and  live-stock  enterprise. 
IHftfl  political  allegiance  is  given  to  the  demo- 
cratic party,  and  he  and  his  wife  hold  member- 
ship In  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  Of 
their  children  the  eldest  is  Frank,  who  married 
Miss  Catherine  Kearns,  their  home  being  at 
Burgettstown,  Pennsylvania ; Mary,  born  Au- 
gust 10,  1880,  died  May  20,  1896;  Cora  Is  the 
wife  of  Aaron  Russell,  of  Cortland,  Trumbull 
County,  Ohio;  Viola  is  the  wife  of  Milton  B. 
Harrison,  of  whom  mention  is  made  on  other 
pages  of  this  work,  in  the  memoir  dedicated  to 
his  father,  the  late  John  Harrison;  and  John 
D.,  who  married  on  August  4,  1920,  Nellie 
Thompson,  of  North  Township,  and  Forney  N. 
remain  at  the  parental  home.  Forney  N.  Haines 
enlisted  for  service  In  the  United  States  Army 
in  October,  1917,  was  sent  to  Fort  Worth, 
Texas,  and  was  assigned  to  the  Aviation  Corps. 
From  Texas  he  was  transferred  to  Fort  Omaha, 
Nebraska,  and  there  he  was  discharged  from 
the  aviation  service,  by  reason  of  a physical 
disability.  He  then  enlisted  In  the  Medical 
Corps,  with  which  he  went  to  France  in  No- 
vember, 1918,  his  service  having  there  continued 
until  July  of  the  following  year.  He  then  re- 
turned to  his  native  land  and  received  his  hon- 
orable discharge. 

James  N.  Cross.  The  annals  of  Carroll 
County  bear  evidence  that  the  first  representa- 
tive of  the  Cross  family  to  settle  within  its 


borders  was  John  Cross,  who  came  here  in  the 
pioneer  days  and  instituted  the  reclamation  and 
development  of  a farm  In  the  midst  of  the  forest 
wilderness.  He  was  twice  married  but  left  no 
children.  This  sterling  pioneer  was  an  uncle  of 
the  paternal  grandfather  of  James  Nicholas 
Cross  of  this  sketch.  In  1851  James  L.  Cross, 
father  of  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  came  from 
Wetzel  County,  West  Virginia,  and  settled  on 
the  farm  which  his  great-uncle,  John  Cross, 
mentioned  above,  had  here  obtained,  and  here 
he  passed  the  remainder  of  his  life,  as  one  of 
the  sterling  citizens  and  representative  farmers 
of  Carroll  County.  The  lineage  of  the  Cross 
family  is  traced  back  to  staunch  S'cotch-Irish 
stock,  and  the  first  representatives  of  the  family 
in  America  came  to  this  country  probably  be- 
fore the  War  of  the  Revolution.  James  L. 
Cross  married  Miss  Margaret  Anderson,  and 
they  passed  the  remainder  of  their  lives  on  the 
fine  old  home  farm  in  Monroe  Township.  Mr. 
Cross  was  about  seventy-one  years  of  age  at 
the  time  of  his  death,  and  his  wife  is  still  liv- 
ing, eighty-eight  years  of  age.  They  became 
the  parents  of  a large  family  of  children,  con- 
cerning whom  it  is  permitted  to  enter  brief 
record  In  this  connection.  John,  who  Is  now 
sixty-eight  years  of  age,  married  Nancy  J.  Lati- 
mer, of  Tuscarawas  County,  in  1878,  and  they 
have  three  children,  namely:  Myrtle  Alice  is 
the  wife  of  Lewis  Waldman,  of  Mineral  City; 
Margaret  Ann  is  the  widow  of  James  Gordon,  of 
Tuscarawas  County,  who  died  in  1912,  and  who 
is  survived  by  two  children,  Donovan  Philip 
and  Margaret;  and  Edson  L.  is  individually 
mentioned  on  other  pages,  as  is  also  his  father. 
Elizabeth  Ann,  the  second  child  of  James  L. 
and  Margaret  (Anderson)  Cross,  is  the  wife  of 
B.  O.  Knight,  of  Leesville,  Carroll  County,  and 
they  have  four  children.  Nancy  Jane  is  the 
wife  of  Andrew  William  Davis,  of  Dover,  Tus- 
carawas County,  and  they  have  two  children. 
Sarah  Katherine  is  the  wife  of  Abraham  Lin- 
coln True,  of  Sherodsville,  Carroll  County,  and 
they  have  two  children.  Anderson  William 
married  Miss  Emma  Rainsberger,  and  they  re- 
side in  Dellroy,  this  county.  Virginia  Belle  is 
the  wife  of  Melvin  J.  Poorman,  of  Dover,  Tus- 
carawas County,  but  they  have  no  children. 
Thomas  Jefferson,  who  resides  in  Jefferson 
County,  married  Miss  Anna  Roby,  and  they  have 
three  children,  Frank,  Raymond,  who  died  in 
1913  at  the  age  of  seven  years,  and  Agnes,  who 
Is  twelve  years  old.  Rebecca  Idola  and  Mar- 
garet Idella  were  twins,  the  former  being  a 
resident  of  Sherodsville  and  the  latter  having 
died  in  1891,  at  the  age  of  sixteen  years. 
James  N.,  subject  of  this  review,  was  the  third 
in  order  of  birth  of  the  children. 

James  Nicholas  Cross,  who  now  owns  two  of 
the  excellent  farms  of  Monroe  Township,  their 
aggregate  area  being  236  acres,  has  his  attrac- 
tive home  on  rural  mail  route  No.  1 from 
Sherodsville.  One  of  the  two  farms  which  he 
thus  owns  is  the  old  homestead  of  his  parents, 
and  it  was  on  this  place  that  his  birth  oc- 
curred April  6,  1857.  Reared  on  this  farm, 
Mr.  Cross  gained  his  early  education  in  the 
district  schools,  including  what  was  known  as 
the  “Little  Fraction  School"  in  Warren  Town- 
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ship,  Tuscarawas  County.  At  the  age  of  twenty- 
seven  years  he  wedded  Miss  Nancy  Jane  War- 
ner, daughter  of  George  and  Lydia  (Pillars) 
Warner,  of  Palermo,  Perry  Township,  this 
county.  Mrs.  Cross  passed  to  the  life  eternal 
on  the  24th  of  May,  1918,  and  is  survived  by 
one  son,  Emerson  William,  who  was  born  Au- 
gust 4,  1889,  and  who  is  associated  with  his 
father  in  farm  enterprise.  On  the  18th  of  June, 
1919,  Emerson  W.  Cross  married  Miss  Myrta 
Griffin,  of  Monroe  Township. 

From  the  time  of  his  marriage  to  the  present 
James  N.  Cross  has  resided  upon  his  present 
homestead  farm  of  110  acres,  and  his  owner- 
ship of  his  father’s  old  homestead  brings  the 
area  of  his  landed  estate  up  to  236  acres.  He 
has  proved  himself  one  of  the  progressive  and 
successful  agriculturists  and  stock-growers  of 
Monroe  Township,  and  has  also  controlled  a 
prosperous  business  in  the  operation  of  a thresh- 
ing machine  year  after  year,  and  besides  this 
he  has  owned  and  operated  a saw  mill  and 
through  its  medium  has  been  actively  identified 
with  lumber  manufacturing  in  this  section  of 
the  state.  He  Is  a democrat  in  politics  and  has 
given  loyal  service  in  behalf  of  the  party  cause. 
He  is  affiliated  with  the  Grange  at  Atwood  and 
holds  membership  in  the  Presbyterian  Church 
at  New  Cumberland,  Tuscarawas  County,  of 
which  his  wife  likewise  was  a devoted  member. 

Wood  Havebfield,  who  is  giving  loyal  and 
efficient  service  as  a member  of  the  Board  of 
County  Commissioners  of  Harrison  County,  and 
who  owns  and  resides  upon  the  fine  old  home- 
stead farm  in  Cadiz  Township  which  was  the 
place  of  his  birth,  has  the  further  distinction 
of  being  a scion  of  one  of  the  oldest  and  most 
honored  pioneer  families  of  this  county,  where 
he  is  a representative  of  the  fourth  generation 
to  be  actively  and  prominently  identified  with 
the  great  basic  industry  of  agriculture  and  to 
stand  exponent  of  loyal  and  liberal  citizenship. 

Mr.  Haverfield  was  born  on  his  present  farm 
July  23,  1857,  and  is  a son  of  Joseph  and  Mary 
Jane  (Johnston)  Haverfield,  both  likewise  na- 
tives of  Cadiz  Township,  where  their  marriage 
was  solemnized  March  15,  1855.  Mrs.  Haver- 
fleld  was  a daughter  of  Samuel  Johnston,  a 
pioneer  of  the  county,  where  he  and  his  wife 
remained  until  their  deaths. 

Joseph  Haverfield  was  born  November  15, 
1832,  received  the  advantages  of  the  common 
schools  of  the  period,  and  after  his  marriage 
he  remained  on  his  father’s  farm  until  the 
spring  of  1856,  when  they  located  on  the  farm 
now  owned  and  occupied  by  their  only  son,  to 
whom  was  given  the  baptismal  name  of  Kersey 
Wood  Haverfield,  though  he  is  familiarly  known 
only  by  the  second  of  these  personal  names.  On 
this  farm  Joseph  Haverfield  continued  his  suc- 
cessful activities  as  an  agriculturist  and  stock- 
grower  during  the  remainder  of  his  active 
career,  and  here  both  he  and  his  wife  remained 
until  their  deaths,  when  of  venerable  age.  He 
made  excellent  improvements  on  the  farm  of 
eighty-five  acres,  including  the  erection  of  good 
buildings,  and  was  one  of  the  representative 
farmers  and  influential  citizens  of  Cadiz  Town- 
ship. On  the  farm  Mr.  Haverfield  developed  a 


coal  mine  that  gave  an  appreciable  yield  of  coal 
of  excellent  quality,  and  on  the  place  he  stocked 
what  is  probably  the  largest  fish  pond  in  Har- 
rison County.  He  was  a republican  in  politics, 
and  both  he  and  his  wife  held  membership  in 
the  United  Presbyterian  Church. 

Joseph  Haverfield  was  a son  of  Nathan  and 
Harriet  (Barnett)  Haverfield,  whose  marriage 
was  solemnized  in  Pennsylvania,  where  the 
latter  was  born  and  reared.  Nathan  Haverfield 
wo 8 born  near  Wheeling,  West  Virginia,  in 
1797,  a son  of  James  and  Nancy  Haverfield. 
James  Haverfield  was  born  in  Ireland  and  was 
a youth  when  he  came  with  his  parents  to 
America.  In  1800  he  came  with  his  family 
from  eastern  Pennsylvania  to  what  is  now 
Harrison  County,  Ohio,  and  here  he  and  his 
wife  passed  the  remainder  of  their  lives  on 
their  frontier  farm.  Their  seven  children 
were:  William,  John,  Joseph,  James,  Nathan, 
Elizabeth  and  Ellen. 

Upon  coming  with  his  wife  and  his  parents 
to  Harrison  County  Nathan  Haverfield  pur- 
chased 100  acres  of  land,  all  covered  with  heavy 
timber,  and  here  he  developed  a productive 
farm  from  the  forest  wilds.  Here  he  died  at 
the  age  of  seventy-six  years,  and  his  widow  was 
eighty-six  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  her  death, 
both  having  been  devout  members  of  the  Seceder 
Church,  which  later  became  known  as  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church.  They  became  the 
parents  of  eleven  children:  John  N.,  James  N., 
William  B„  Thomas  H.,  Sarah  Jane,  Jemima 
H.  (Mrs.  Jeremiah  Weaver),  Joseph,  Nathan  B., 
Samuel  P.,  George  A.  and  Nancy  E.  (Mrs.  Nell 
McCaffrey). 

Nathan  Haverfield  was  a man  of  superior  in- 
tellectuality and  possessed  also  much  musical 
talent  He  was  a skillful  performer  on  the 
violin  and  also  a good  vocalist.  As  a young 
man  he  taught  old-time  singing  schools,  and  as 
a clerk  in  the  Seceder  Church  he  led  in  the 
singing.  Two  or  more  of  his  older  brothers 
were  soldiers  in  the  War  of  1812,  in  which  he 
himself  was  too  young  to  participate,  but  as 
a youth  he  served  actively  as  a member  of  the 
old-time  state  militia  of  Ohio,  in  which  he  had 
command  of  a regiment.  He  united  with  the 
republican  party  at  the  time  of  its  organization 
and  supported  its  principles  until  his  death. 

Joseph  and  Mary  J.  (Johnston)  Haverfield  be- 
came the  parents  of  three  children:  Elizabeth 
married  James  A.  Mitchell  and  remained  in 
Harrison  County  until  her  death;  Kersey  Wood, 
immediate  subject  of  this  review,  was  the  next 
in  order  of  birth;  and  Bertha  Virginia  is  the 
wife  of  John  B.  Welch,  of  Harrison  County. 

Wood  Haverfield  gained  his  early  education 
in  the  district  school  in  Cadiz  Township  that 
bore  the  family  name,  and  with  the  exception 
of  four  months  passed  as  clerk  in  a hotel  at 
Uhrichsville,  Tuscarawas  County,  he  has  re- 
sided continuously  on  the  old  homestead  farm 
on  which  he  was  born  and  which  still  comprises 
eighty-five  acres.  He  has  always  been  loyal 
and  zealous  in  support  of  measures  and  enter- 
prises tending  to  advance  the  civic  and  indus- 
trial Interests  of  his  native  township  and 
county,  is  a staunch  advocate  of  the  principles 
of  the  republican  party  and  served  six  years  as 
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trustee  of  Cadiz  Township.  In  November,  1916, 
he  was  elected  a member  of  the  Board  of  County 
Commissioners,  the  duties  of  which  office  he 
assumed  in  September,  1917,  and  in  November, 
1918,  he  was  re-elected,  his  second  term  begin- 
ning in  September,  1919,  and  his  re-election  in- 
dicating the  high  popular  estimate  placed  upon 
his  services  in  this  important  position.  He  is 
affiliated  with  the  lodge  of  Free  and  Accepted 
Masons  at  Cadiz,  and  his  son  Joseph  C.  t^lso 
holds  membership  in  this  lodge,  as  does  he  also 
In  the  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  at  Bristol, 
Tennessee.  Mr.  Haverfleld  was  reared  in  the 
Presbyterian  faith  but  attends  and  supports 
Asbury  Chapel,  Methodist  Episcopal,  of  which 
his  wife  is  an  active  member. 

Mr.  Haverfleld  was  united  in  marriage  to 
Miss  Mary  McElroy,  who  likewise  was  born  and 
reared  in  Harrison  County,  a daughter  of  John 
and  Elizabeth  (Young)  McElroy.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Haverfleld  have  had  three  children : Mabel  Fay 
died  at  the  age  of  six  years;  Joseph  Craig,  who 
is  now  engaged  in  the  piano  business  at  Cadiz, 
married  Miss  Elizabeth  Metcalf,  and  they  have 
three  children — Sterling  Wood,  Joseph  Craig, 
Jr.,  and  Robert  Metcalf;  and  Grace  Elizabeth 
is  the  wife  of  Oliver  Ruckstuhl,  of  Harrison 
County. 

William  T.  Wilson  stages  his  progressive 
enterprise  as  an  agriculturist  and  stock-grower 
on  the  fine  old  homestead  farm  in  German 
Township,  Harrison  County,  that  figures  *as  the 
place  of  his  nativity.  Here  he  was  bora  on  the 
18th  of  December,  1876,  a son  of  Robert  D.  and 
Sarah  C.  (Bamhouse)  Wilson,  the  former  of 
whom  was  bora  in  Loudon  Township,  Carroll 
County,  Ohio,  April  9,  1842,  and  the  latter  in 
German  Township,  Harrison  County,  December 
19,  1842,  she  being  a daughter  of  William  and 
Sallie  (Kelly)  Bamhouse.  Wiliam  Bamhouse 
was  one  of  the  representative  pioneer  farmers 
of  German  Township.  The  family  name  of  his 
first  wife  was  Beatty,  and  they  became  the  par- 
ents of  three  children — John,  William  and  Eliza. 
Of  his  marriage  with  Sallie  Kelly  were  born 
three  children — Nancy  B.,  w’ho  became  the  wife 
of  George  M.  Harrah;  Sarah  C„  who  is  the 
mother  of  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  and  Clo- 
rinda  Jane,  who  died  in  childhood. 

Robert  D.  Wilson  is  a son  of  Rev.  Thomas 
Wilson,  who  was  bora  near  Cannonsburg,  Wash- 
ington County,  Pennsylvania,  and  who  became 
a pioneer  clergyman  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  in  eastern  Ohio.  He  engaged  also  in 
farming  in  I>oudon  Township,  Carroll  County, 
whence  he  came  in  1850  to  Harrison  County 
and  purchased  the  farm  now  owned  by  his 
grandson,  William  T.  Wilson,  of  this  review. 
Here  he  remained  until  1880,  when  he  removed 
to  Annapolis,  Jefferson  County,  where  he 
passed  the  remainder  of  his  long,  earnest  and 
worthy  life,  secure  in  the  high  regard  of  all 
who  had  come  within  the  compass  of  his  be- 
nignant influence.  He  was  the  father  of  four 
children — James  B.  and  Robert  D.,  twins; 
Martha  J.,  who  first  married  James  Wilson  and 
after  his  death  became  the  wife  of  David 
Ryder;  and  Ewing,  who  died  from  an  attack  of 
measles  while  serving  as  a Union  soldier  in  the 


Civil  war,  his  older  brothers  likewise  having 
been  in  service  in  that  conflict  for  the  preserva- 
tion of  the  Union. 

Robert  D.  Wilson  was  a boy  at  the  time  when 
the  family  home  was  established  on  the  farm 
in  German  Township,  where  he  was  reared  to 
manhood,  his  educational  advantages  having 
been  those  offered  in  the  common  schools  of  the 
locality  and  period.  On  the  10th  of  May,  1864, 
he  enlisted  for  one  hundred  days  in  an  Ohio 
regiment  that  gave  effective  service  in  the  Civil 
war.  He  participated  in  the  battles  of  Snicker’s 
Gap  and  Harper’s  Ferry,  besides  many  skir- 
mishes and  other  minor  engagements,  and  re- 
ceived his  honorable  discharge  on  the  10th  of 
September,  1864.  After  the  close  of  this  patri- 
otic service  he  returned  to  the  old  home  farm, 
and  here  he  continued  to  hold  secure  prestige 
as  one  of  the  representative  agriculturists  and 
stock-growers  of  German  Township  until  Octo- 
ber, 1915,  when  he  retired  and  removed  to 
Annapolis,  Jefferson  County,  where  he  and  his 
wife  have  since  maintained  their  home,  Miss 
Nannie  J.,  the  elder  of  their  two  children,  being 
still  with  them,  and  William  T..  the  only  son, 
remaining  on  the  home  farm. 

William  T.  Wilson  had  no  lack  of  youthful 
fellowship  with  the  sturdy  activities  of  the  home 
farm,  and  in  the  meanwhile  he  profited  by  the 
advantages  offered  in  the  district  schools  of 
German  Township.  He  continued  his  active 
alliance  with  the  management  of  the  old  farm 
until  1903,  in  January  of  w’hieb  year  he  went 
to  Cannonsburg,  Pennsylvania,  and  took  a cleri- 
cal position  In  the  freight  offices  of  the  Pan- 
handle Railroad.  There  he  remained  until  Sep- 
tember 21,  1915,  when  he  returned  to  his  native 
county  and  assumed  the  active  supervision  of 
the  old  home  farm  on  which  he  was  born,  his 
pa  rents  removing  to  Annapolis  in  the  following 
month.  On  the  place  he  has  since  erected  the 
commodious  and  attractive  modern  house  which 
is  his  place  of  abode,  and  which  is  equipped 
with  an  individual  electric-lighting  system.  He 
is  the  owner  of  a fine  landed  estate  of  218  acres, 
and  causes  it  to  bear  maximum  tribute  in  both 
agricultural  and  live-stock  departments,  as  be 
is  significantly  energetic  and  progressive  in  his 
methods  and  policies.  He  and  his  wife  hold 
membership  in  the  Presbyterian  Church  at  An- 
napolis, as  do  also  his  parents,  and  his  political 
support  is  given  to  the  republican  party. 

On  the  14th  of  January,  1903,  Mr.  Wilson 
was  united  in  marriage  to  Miss  May  Groves, 
daughter  of  Samuel  and  Mary  E.  (Copeland) 
Groves,  of  Jefferson  County,  and  the  names  and 
resiiective  birth  dates  of  the  three  children  of 
this  union  are  here  recorded,  all  of  whom  were 
born  at  Cannonsburg,  Pennsylvania  : Robert  G., 
December^,  1903;  Oscar,  February  3,  1907; 
and  James  Carl,  December  12,  1908. 

David  Hoobler.  The  genius  of  success  in 
connection  with  farm  industry  has  been  defi- 
nitely shown  in  the  career  of  this  venerable 
and  honored  native  son  of  Harrison  County,  and 
he  still  maintains  his  home  on  the  fine  farm  on 
which  he  was  born  in  German  Township,  the 
date  of  his  nativity  having  been  January  5, 
1835.  He  is  a representative  of  an  honored 
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pioneer  family  of  Ohio,  his  father,  Michael 
Hoobler,  having  been  bora  in  Cumberland 
County,  Maryland,  and  his  mother,  whose 
maiden  name  was  Elizabeth  Shultz,  having  been 
bora  at  Harper's  Ferry  on  the  Potomac  River, 
Virginia,  the  date  of  her  birth  having  been 
October  8,  1794.  She  was  a daughter  of  George 
and  Elizabeth  (Shoemaker)  Shultz.  George 
Shultz  served  as  a patriot  soldier  in  the  War 
of  the  Revolution,  and  after  its  close  he  finally 
came  to  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  in  1804,  and 
became  one  of  the  very  early  settlers  in  what 
is  now  German  Township.  The  first  night  after 
the  family  arrived  at  their  future  home,  in  the 
midst  of  the  forest  wilds,  a bear  paid  an  un- 
welcome visit  to  the  little  family  group,  the 
tracks  of  the  animal  having  been  in  evidence 
the  following  morning,  not  only  around  the 
primitive  log  cabins  but  also  the  prints  of  its 
paws  were  to  be  seen  on  the  window  sill. 
Adam  Hoobler,  paternal  grandfather  of  the  sub- 
ject of  this  review,  likewise  became  one  of  the 
early  settlers  in  German  Township,  and  the 
Shultz  and  Hoobler  farms  were  among  the  first 
productive  tracts  developed  in  this  now  opulent 
section  of  the  county. 

As  a young  man  Michael  Hoobler  established 
his  home  on  a small  farm  in  German  Township, 
but  he  gave  the  major  part  of  his  time  to  his 
trade,  that  of  shoemaker.  His  wife  attained  to 
the  remarkable  age  of  one  hundred  and  two 
years,  two  months  and  twenty-nine  days — a rec- 
ord of  longevity  that  is  said  never  to  have  been 
equaled  by  any  other  resident  of  Harrison 
County.  On  the  one  hundredth  anniversary  of 
her  birth  more  than  1,800  persons  assembled  at 
the  Hoobler  home  to  pay  tribute  to  this  noble 
and  venerable  pioneer  woman.  Both  she  and 
her  husband  were  devout  members  of  the  Ger- 
man Reformed  Church.  They  became  the  par- 
ents of  nine  children — Susan  (remained  un- 
married until  her  death),  Jacob,  John,  George, 
Rachel  (never  married),  Samuel,  Andrew  and 
David,  Mary  Anna,  who  died  in  youth.  Of  the 
number  only  David,  Andrew  and  Samuel  are 
living  in  1921. 

David  Hoobler  early  began  to  aid  in  the  work 
of  the  home  farm,  and  the  common  schools  of 
the  locality  and  period  afforded  him  his  youth- 
ful education.  His  entire  active  career  was 
marked  by  close  association  with  the  work  and 
management  of  the  farm  which  is  now  his  place 
of  residence  and  the  ownership  of  which  he  re- 
tains. He  is  still  alert  and  vigorous  of  mind 
and  body,  but  the  active  management  of  the 
farm  is  now  vested  in  their  one  surviving  child. 
Kinney  V.,  of  whom  more  specific  mention  is 
given  in  later  paragraphs.  Mr.  Hoobler  has 
always  shown  loyal  interest  in  connfihnity  af- 
fairs, is  a democrat  in  politics,  has  long  been 
a zealous  member  of  the  Reformed  Church  at 
Germano,  as  was  also  his  wife.  Mrs.  Hoobler 
died  September  27,  1920. 

In  1874  Mr.  Hoobler  was  united  in  marriage 
to  Miss  Mary  A.  Leavengood.  who  likewise  was 
born  and  reared  in  Harrison  County,  and  who 
was  a daughter  of  the  late  Jacob  and  Catherine 
(Miller)  Leavengood.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hoobler 
became  the  parents  of  two  children — Ira  S.  and 


Kinney  V.  Ira  S.  was  bora  October  15,  1875, 
and  died  October  9th  of  the  following  year. 

Kinney  V.  Hoobler,  the  one  surviving  child 
of  the  honored  subject  of  this  review,  was  bora 
February  23,  1883,  and  is  indebted  to  the  public 
schools  of  German  Township  for  his  early  edu- 
cation. He  has  remained  continuously  on  the 
old  homestead  farm  which  was  the  place  of  his 
birth  and  since  1906  he  has  had  active  manage- 
ment of  the  place  in  an  independent  way.  His 
political  allegiance  is  given  to  the  democratic 
party  and  he  and  his  wife  hold  membership  in 
the  Reformed  Church  at  Germano,  in  which  he 
has  served  as  a deacon. 

On  the  9th  of  November,  1904,  was  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  Kinney  V.  Hoobler  to  Miss  Ollie 
B.  Narragon,  daughter  of  Irvin  and  Christina 
E.  (Barnhouse)  Narragon,  of  German  Town- 
ship, and  the  one  child  of  this  union  is  Howard 
E.,  who  was  born  May  10,  1909. 

Nelson  T.  Hines,  who  is  one  of  the  prosper- 
ous and  representative  farmers  of  Nottingham 
Township,  Harrison  County,  was  born  In  this 
township  on  the  27th  of  June,  1858,  and  is  a 
scion  of  pioneer  stock  in  this  county  on  both 
the  paternal  and  maternal  sides,  the  names  of 
both  families  having  been  long  and  worthily 
linked  with  the  history  of  this  favored  section 
of  the  old  Buckeye  State.  Mr.  Hines  is  a son 
of  Jehu  W.  and  Jemima  (Garner)  Hines,  both 
likewise  natives  of  Nottingham  Township, 
where  the  latter’s  parents,  James  and  Keziah 
(Shannon)  Garner,  settled  in  the  pioneer  days, 
Mr.  Garner  having  here  improved  one  of  the 
excellent  farms  of  the  early  days,  and  both  he 
and  his  wife  having  been  active  members  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  Their  children 
were  eight  In  number:  Harrison,  Timothy,  Eliza- 
beth, Jemima,  George,  Abbie  Ann,  Nelson  H. 
and  Theodore. 

Jehu  W.  Hines  was  bom  in  Nottingham 
Township  in  the  year  1826,  and  here  he  held 
status  as  one  of  the  substantial  farmers  of  the 
county  at  the  time  of  his  death,  April  28,  1863. 
He  was  a son  of  Joseph  and  Anna  (Poulson) 
Hines,  who  were  pioneers  in  Nottingham  Town- 
ship, where  they  remained  until  their  deaths 
and  where  the  father  reclaimed  and  developed 
an  excellent  farm.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Joseph  Hines 
became  the  parents  of  seven  children — Rudolph, 
Kingley,  Wesley,  James,  Jehu  W.,  Nancy  and 
Sarah  Ann.  Rudolph  Hines,  the  founder  of  the 
family  in  Harrison  County,  was  a son  of  John 
Hines,  who  came  with  his  family^to  America  in 
the  colonial  days  from  Germany.  Rudolph 
Ilines  served  as  a soldier  with  the  patriot 
forces  in  the  War  of  the  Revolution,  and  in  1814 
came  with  his  family  to  Ohio  and  settled  in 
Harrison  County,  where  he  remained  until  his 
death,  at  the  patriarchal  age  of  ninety  years, 
his  children  having  been  twelve  in  number.  His 
wife,  whose  maiden  name  was  Sarah  Huff,  was 
venerable  in  years  at  the  time  of  her  death. 

Jehu  W.  and  Jemima  (Garner)  Hines  became 
the  parents  of  two  children,  of  whom  the  sub- 
ject of  this  review  is  the  elder,  the  younger 
being  Anna  E.,  who  is  the  wife  of  Wesley  Hines, 
of  Delaware  County.  Ohio.  After  the  death  of 
her  first  husband  Mrs.  Hines  became  the  wife 
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of  Levi  Mallarnee,  of  whom  mention  is  made  in 
family  sketches  on  other  pages  of  this  volume, 
and  both  attained  to  advanced  years,  three  chil- 
dren having  been  bom  of  this  union — James  G., 
Edward  L.  and  Ruth  Jane. 

Nelson  T.  Hines  gained  his  early  education 
in  the  district  schools  of  Nottingham  Township, 
and  he  was  a lad  of  twelve  years  when  he  was 
taken  into  the  home  of  his  maternal  grand- 
father, with  whom  he  remained  until  he  mar- 
ried and  initiated  his  independent  career  as 
farmer  in  his  native  township,  where  he  has 
been  established  as  a progressive  agriculturist 
and  stock-grower  since  the  year  1883  and  where 
he  owns  in  addition  to  his  fine  homestead  place 
of  106  acres  another  excellent  farm,  comprising 
seventy-nine  acres.  He  is  a republican  in  po- 
litical allegiance,  and  he  and  his  wife  hold  mem- 
bership in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  at 
Deersville. 

On  the  5th  of  September,  1883,  was  solemn- 
ized the  marriage  of  Mr.  Hines  to  Miss  Har- 
riet S.  Hefling,  who  was  bom  in  Washington 
Township,  this  county,  and  who  is  a daughter 
of  Noah  and  Jane  (McCullough)  Hefling.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Hines  became  the  parents  of  three 
children,  the  first,  a daughter,  having  been  bom 
June  30,  1884,  and  having  died  the  same  day. 
Clarence  Alexander,  who  resides  in  the  City  of 
Canton,  Stark  County,  was  bom  August  21, 
1886.  He  married  Miss  Fodie  L.  Stamm,  and 
they  have  one  child,  Clarence  N.,  bora  August 
25,  1917.  Ray  Waterman  Hines,  the  younger 
son,  was  bora  April  22,  1890,  and  he  too  re- 
sides in  the  City  of  Canton.  He  married  Miss 
Hazel  E.  Stamm,  and  they  have  three  children, 
whose  names  and  respective  dates  of  birth  are 
here  recorded : Ma urine  Estella,  April  20,  1912 ; 
Robert  Frank,  November  28,  1914;  and  Ray  N., 
March  28,  1918. 

Noah  Hefling,  father  of  Mrs.  Hines,  was  born 
in  Washington  Township,  Harrison  County,  on 
the  2d  of  February,  1813,  and  he  continued  his 
residence  in  his  native  county  until  his  death, 
on  the  4th  of  December,  1886.  He  passed  his 
entire  active  life  as  a farmer  in  Washington 
Township  and  was  one  of  the  substantial  yeo- 
men and  highly  esteemed  citizens  of  his  native 
county.  His  first  wife  bore  the  maiden  name 
of  Martha  Hearn,  and  Ihey  became  the  parents 
of  four  children,  the  youngest  of  whom,  Mary, 
died  in  early  childhood ; John  L.  was  bom  July 
12,  1840;  Louisa  was  born  in  December,  1841; 
and  Joseph  S.  died  while  in  service  as  a soldier 
of  the  Union  |n  the  Civil  war.  After  the  death 
of  his  first  wife  Noah  Hefling  married  Miss 
Margaret  Stewart,  and  they  became  the  parents 
of  three  children — James,  who  was  bora  in 
1848,  and  who  is  now  deceased;  William  S., 
who  was  born  in  1850,  and  who  is  now  a resi- 
dent of  Corning,  Iowa;  and  Albert,  who  died  in 
childhood.  The  second  wife  died,  and  the  third 
marriage  of  Noah  Hefling  was  with  Mrs.  Jane 
(McCullough)  Cunningham,  widow  of  William 
Cunningham,  to  whom  she  bore  four  children — 
Mary  Elizabeth,  Emma  Jane,  Isabel  Frances 
and  Margaret  Ellen.  Mrs.  Jane  (McCullough) 
Hefling  was  bora  July  6,  1821,  and  was  eighty 
years  of  age  at  the  time  of  her  death.  Noah 
and  Jane  Hefling  became  the  parents  of  four 


children,  whose  names  and  respective  dates  of 
birth  are  here  made  a matter  of  enduring  rec- 
ord: Martha,  July  18,  1858;  Alexander,  April 
17,  1860;  Harriet  S.  (wife  of  the  subject  of 
this  review),  December  22,  1862;  and  Alice, 
April  13,  1864. 

Noah  Hefling  was  a son  of  John  and  Louisi- 
ana (Stone)  Hefling,  the  former  of  whom  was 
bora  November  29,  1777,  and  the  latter  on  the 
19th  of  March,  1773,  the  names  and  birth-dates 
of  their  children  being  here  noted:  Fielding, 
December  26,  P799;  Louisa,  April  1,  1802;  Kath- 
erine, March  15,  1805;  John  L.,  May  15,  1807; 
Wesley,  November  20, 1809 ; and  Lucy  and  Noah, 
twins,  February  2,  1813. 

John  A.  Duten haver,  a young  man  of  fine  in- 
tellectual attainments  and  marked  administra- 
tive ability,  is  proving  himself  one  of  the 
specially  popular  and  successful  representatives 
of  the  pedagogic  profession  in  his  native  county 
and  at  the  time  of  this  writing  is  giving  effec- 
tive service  as  principal  of  the  public  schools 
at  Malvern,  one  of  the  attractive  villages  of 
Carroll  County. 

Mr.  Dutenhaver  was  born  in  Brown  Town- 
ship, Carroll  County,  on  the  9th  of  December, 
1889,  and  is  a son  of  William  and  Elizabeth 
(Koontz)  Dutenhaver,  both  likewise  natives  of 
this  county,  the  father  having  been  bom  In 
Rose  Township,  In  1850,  and  the  mother  in 
Brown  Township,  in  1857.  William  Dutenhaver 
was  a son  of  John  and  Magdalene  (Seips) 
Dutenhaver,  who  were  natives  of  Germany  and 
whose  first  place  of  abode  in  the  United  States 
was  in  Pennsylvania*  whence  they  came  in  an 
early  day  to  Carroll  County,  Ohio,  and  settled 
on  a pioneer  farm,  in  Rose  Township,  where 
they  passed  the  remainder  of  their  lives.  Bene- 
dict and  Dorothy  (Mutchler)  Koontz,  maternal 
grandparents  of  the  subject  of  this  review,  were 
bora  in  Switzerland  and  Alsace,  respectively, 
and  their  marriage  was  solemnized  in  Ohio,  Mr. 
Koontz  having  been  a young  man  when  he 
immigrated  to  America  and  his  wife  having 
been  a child  when  her  parents  came  to  this 
country.  Mr.  Koontz  became  a substantial 
farmer  in  Brown  Township,  Carroll  County, 
where  he  and  his  wife  passed  the  residue  of 
their  lives  and  where  both  died  in  the  same 
year. 

William  Dutenhaver  was  reared  to  manhood 
on  the  old  home  farm  of  his  father,  in  Rose 
Township,  and  was  afforded  the  advantages  of 
the  schools  of  the  locality  and  period.  In  addi- 
tion to  gaining  a full  quota  of  youthful  experi- 
ence in  farm  enterprise  he  also  learned  the 
shoemaker’s  trade,  to  which  he  devoted  more 
or  less  attention  for  a number  of  years,  though 
his  primary  vocation  was  that  of  farming,  in 
connection  with  which  he  achieved  a generous 
measure  of  success.  After  his  marriage  he  pur- 
chased the  old  homestead,  but  about  two  years 
later  he  purchased  and  removed  to  one  of  the 
excellent  farms  in  Brown  Township.  In  1899 
he  took  possession  of  another  farm,  in  the  same 
township,  and  there  he  continued  his  well  or- 
dered activities  as  an  agriculturist  and  stock- 
grower  until  he  was  called  from  the  stage  of 
life’s  mortal  endeavors,  his  death  having  oc- 
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curred  July  2,  1919.  He  was  a man  of  fine 
character  and  worthy  achievement,  commanded 
unqualified  popular  esteem,  was  a democrat  in 
his  political  proclivities,  and  was  a zealous 
communicant  of  the  Lutheran  Church,  as  is  also 
his  widow,  who  remains  on  the  home  farm.  He 
is  survived  by  three  children — Dorotha,  Iva  and 
John  A.  Dorotha  is  the  wife  of  Charles  W. 
Peters  and  they  reside  on  a farm  near  Pekin, 
Carroll  County,  Iva  and  John  remain  with  their 
widowed  mother. 

John  A.  Dutenhaver  may  well  consider  him- 
self fortunate  that  he  was  reared  under  the 
conditions  and  influences  that  mark  progressive 
farm  Industry  in  this  favored  section  of  the 
Buckeye  State.  He  attended  the  district  schools 
of  Brown  Township  and  later  was  graduated  in 
the  high  school  at  Malvern.  Thereafter  he  at- 
tended the  Mount  Union  Normal  School  and 
the  academy  at  Wooster,  and  after  this  pre- 
liminary fortification  he  finally  was  matricu- 
lated in  Wooster  University,  in  which  institu- 
tion he  was  graduated  as  a member  of  the  class 
of  1916  and  from  which  he  received  the  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Science.  After  teaching  two 
years  In  the  district  schools  of  Brown  Town- 
ship Mr.  Dutenhaver  was  for  two  years  super- 
intendent of  the  public  schools  of  East  Sparta, 
Stark  County,  and  in  the  year  1916,  which 
marked  his  graduation  in  the  university,  he 
became  a teacher  in  the  public  schools  at  Mal- 
vern, where  he  has  held  the  office  of  principal 
since  1918,  with  a record  of  distinctive  success 
along  both  academic  and  executive  lines.  He 
is  earnest  and  progressive  in  his  professional 
work,  which  was  interrupted  when  he  responded 
to  the  call  of  patriotism  and  entered  the  na- 
tional service  in  connection  with  the  World  war. 
He  entered  the  service  on  the  21st  of  June, 

1918,  and  was  assigned  to  Camp  Sherman,  where 
he  received  his  preliminary  training  in  military 
affairs  and  where  he  received  promotion  to  the 
rank  of  .corporal.  Later,  by  reason  of  his  abil- 
ity as  a scientist,  he  was  assigned  to  the  chemi- 
cal warfare  service,  at  Edgewood  Arsenal,  Mary- 
land, where  he  continued  in  service  until  he 
received  his  honorable  discharge  January  3, 

1919,  whereupon  he  resumed  his  work  in  the 
village  schools  of  Malvern.  He  is  a staunch  ad- 
vocate and  supporter  of  the  principles  of  the 
democratic  party,  is  a communicant  of  the 
Lutheran  Church,  and  his  name  is  still  enrolled 
on  the  list  of  eligible  young  bachelors  in  his 
native  county. 

Joseph  C.  Butleb,  who  owns  and  conducts  a 
well  equipped  furniture  and  undertaking  estab- 
lishment in  his  native  City  of  Carrollton,  is  a 
representative  of  a family  whose  name  has  been 
prominently  and  worthily  associated  with  the 
history  of  Carroll  County  for  more  than  a cen- 
tury* and  on  other  pages  of  this  publication,  in 
the  sketches  of  his  older  brothers,  William  F, 
and  George  J.,  appear  adequate  genealogical 
records,  so  that  a repetition  of  the  data  is  not 
demanded  in  the  present  connection. 

Mr.  Butler  was  born  at  Carrollton  on  the 
18th  of  December,  1864,  and  here  he  acquired 
his  early  education  in  the  public  schools  of  the 
period.  At  the  age  of  eighteen  years  he  be- 


came a clerk  in  the  retail  mercantile  store  of 
Isaac  Crumrine,  and  in  1882  he  here  established 
himself  in  the  furniture  business,  as  an  expon- 
ent of  which  he  has  since  conducted  one  of  the 
leading  enterprises  of  the  kind  in  Carroll 
County,  the  undertaking  department  of  the  busi- 
ness having  been  added  in  1887  and  its  equip- 
ment throughout  being  of  the  most  approved 
modern  type.  For  the  accommodation  of  his 
substantial  business  Mr.  Butler  utilizes  a build- 
ing with  a frontage  of  thirty-two  feet  and  a 
depth  of  132  feet. 

Like  other  representatives  of  this  well  known 
family  Mr.  Butler  is  a staunch  supporter  of 
the  principles  of  the  republican  party,  but  he 
has  never  consented  to  hold  public  office  save 
that  of  a member  of  the  City  Council.  In  the 
Masonic  fraternity  his  maximum  York  Rite 
affiliation  is  with  the  local  Commandery  of 
Knights  Templar,  and  he  has  received  the 
thirty-second  degree  of  the  Ancient  Accepted 
Scottish  Rite,  besides  being  affiliated  with  the 
Ancient  Arabic  Order  Nobles  of  the  Mys- 
tic Shrine.  He  has  been  an  appreciative  stu- 
dent of  the  history  and  teachings  of  this  time- 
honored  fraternity  and  has  passed  official 
chairs  in  various  Masonic  bodies  with  which 
he  is  identified.  Mr.  Butler  has  been  a loyal 
supporter  of  the  prohibition  cause  and  both  he 
and  his  wife  are  zealous  members  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  their  home  city. 

In  1878  was  solemnized  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Butler  to  Miss  Cora  Ebersole,  daughter  of 
the  late  John  and  Susanna  (Hewitt)  Ebersole, 
of  Carrollton,  and  of  this  union  have  been  born 
the  following  children : Cree  is  the  wife  of  Sam- 
uel Pool,  of  Carrollton.  Washington  is  associ- 
ated with  his  father’s  business.  John  was  for 
a number  of  years  a clerk  in  the  local  mercan- 
tile establishment  of  his  uncle  George  J.  Butler. 
The  maiden  name  of  his  wife  was  Blanche 
Henry  and  their  two  children  are  Joseph  and 
Edress,  besides  which  they  had  a twin  son  and 
daughter  who  died  in  infancy.  Florence,  who 
was  for  some  time  employed  in  a newspaper 
office  at  Carrollton,  later  served  as  deputy  clerk 
of  the  court  and  is  now  cashier  in  the  Carroll- 
ton office  of  the  American  Railway  Express. 
She  married  Charles  E.  Mills,  an  attorney  of 
Akron,  Ohio.  Erma,  who  formerly  held  a clerk- 
ship in  the  Carrollton  postofflce,  besides  having 
been  a popular  teacher  in  the  schools  of  her 
native  city.  -She  now  holds  a position  in  the 
offices  of  the  American  Express  Company  of 
Carrollton. 

John  T.  Heisleb,  Jr.  In  the  annals  of  Ger- 
man Township,  Harrison  County,  the  name  of 
Heisler  appears  as  one  of  significant  promi- 
nence, for  here  the  original  representative  of 
the  family  settled  more  than  a century  ago, 
when  this  section  of  the  Buckeye  State  was  vir- 
tually a forest  wilderness.  In  successive  gen- 
erations the  members  of  this  sterling  family 
have  here  continued  as  vigorous  and  successful 
representatives  of  farm  industry,  and  have 
stood  exponent  of  high-minded  and  loyal  citizen- 
ship. 

John  Thomas  Heisler,  Jr.,  named  in  honor  of 
his  uncle,  the  late  John  Thomas  Heisler,  to 
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whom  a memoir  is  dedicated  on  other  pages  of 
this  volume,  was  born  on  the  fine  old  homestead 
farm  which  he  now  owns  and  occupies  in  Ger- 
man township,  and  the  date  of  his  nativity  was 
April  3,  1869.  He  is  the  elder  of  the  two  sur- 
viving children  of  William  and  Sarah  (Maple) 
Heisler.  The  father  was  born  on  the  old  home* 
stead  now  owned  by  his  son  John  T.,  Jr.,  in 
German  Township,  and  the  date  of  his  birth 
was  March  23,  1834.  In  1868  William  Heisler 
wedded  Miss  Sarah  Maple,  who  was  born  in 
Rose  Township,  Jefferson  County,  ia  the  year 
1831,  a daughter  of  Aaron  Maple,  who  was  a 
pioneer  settler  in  that  county.  John  Heisler, 
father  of  William,  was  born  on  the  same  an- 
cestral farm  as  was  the  son,  and  was  a son  of 
Henry  and  Catherine  Heisler,  who  came  from 
Pennsylvania  and  became  very  early  settlers 
in  German  Township,  where  the  father  ob- 
tained large  tracts  of  Government  land  and  re- 
claimed a farm  from  the  wilderness,  he  and  his 
wife  having  here  passed  the  residue  of  their 
lives.  John  Heisler  was  born  July  6,  1806,  and 
passed  his  entire  life  in  German  Township, 
where  he  likewise  became  a successful  farmer, 
the  closing  period  of  his  life  having  been  spent 
on  his  farm  of  160  acres,  where  both  he  and 
his  wife  died  wheu  well  advanced  In  years.  The 
maiden  name  of  Mrs.  John  Heisler  was  Anna 
Maria  Bear,  and  she  was  born  October  29,  1809. 
They  became  the  parents  of  eight  children — 
Henry,  Jacob,  Susan,  William.  Elizabeth,  John 
Thomas,  Margaret  and  Lucinda. 

William  Heisler  became  the  owner  of  a fine 
farm  estate  of  337  acres  in  German  Township, 
and  was  one  of  the  honored  and  influential 
citizens  of  this  section  of  his  native  county, 
where  both  he  and  his  wife  remained  until  the 
close  of  their  earnest  and  worthy  lives.  Their 
religious  faith  was  that  of  the  Lutheran  Church. 
They  became  the  parents  of  five  children,  of 
whom  the  two  daughters  died  at  birth.  Of  the 
two  surviving,  John  T.,  of  this  review,  is  the 
elder,  and  the  younger,  Henry  A.,  is  individually 
mentioned  elsewhere  in  this  publication.  James, 
the  third  son,  died  when  about  eighteen  months 
of  age. 

The  cultural  advantages  that  came  to  John  T. 
Heisler,  Jr.,  in  the  period  of  his  youth  were 
those  of  the  district  schools  of  German  Town- 
ship and  those  of  Scio  College  at  Scio,  this 
county,  and  Harlem  College  at  Harlem  Springs, 
Carroll  County.  His  excellent  judgment  has 
been  shown  in  his  continuous  allegiance  to  the 
great  basic  industries  under  the  influence  of 
which  he  was  reared  and  of  which  he  has  be- 
come a prominent  representative  in  his  native 
county,  where  he  still  resides  upon  the  old 
homestead  farm  which  was  the  place  of  his 
birth.  Here  he  owns  a fine  tract  of  100  acres, 
and  he  is  the  owner  also  of  another  farm  of 
seventy-one  acres  in  the  same  township.  He 
takes  loyal  interest  in  community  affairs,  is  a 
democrat  in  politics,  and  he  served  about  five 
years  as  a member  of  the  Board  of  Education 
of  German  Township.  He  is  a communicant  of 
the  Lutheran  Church  and  his  wife  was  a mem- 
ber of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

April  30,  1895,  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Heisler  to  Miss  Flora  Ann  Yeager,  who  was 


born  and  reared  in  Carroll  County,  her  birth 
occurring  November  18,  1868.  She  was  a 
daughter  of  Jacob  and  Emeline  (Burrier) 
Yeager.  Mrs.  Heisler  passed  to  the  life  eternal 
on  the  26th  of  July,  1919,  and  she  is  survived 
by  one  child,  Ethel  May,  who  was  born  May  8, 
1896,  is  the  wife  of  Roy  Kerr,  and  they  reside 
with  her  father,  Mr.  Kerr  being  associated  with 
the  work  and  management  of  the  farm.  Earl 
Yeager,  the  second  child  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Heis- 
ler, was  born  June  26,  1898,  and  his  death 
occurred  February  18,  1911. 

Albert  C.  Poulson.  The  personal  character- 
istics and  broad  experience  of  Mr.  Poulson  have 
enabled  him  to  achieve  distinctive  success  in 
connection  with  farm  enterprise  in  his  native 
county  and  township,  and  he  is  now  one  of  the 
venerable  and  influential  citizens  of  the  attrac- 
tive rural  community  which  has  represented  his 
home  from  the  time  of  his  birth  to  the  present, 
his  farm  being  a well  improved  tract  of  eighty 
acres  in  Nottingham  Township.  In  this  town- 
ship Mr.  Poulson  was  born  on  the  8th  of  April, 
1847,  and  he  is  a scion  of  one  of  the  county’s 
sterling  pioneer  families.  His  paternal  grand- 
parents. John  and  Susanna  (Knight)  Poulson, 
were  natives  of  Maryland,,  where  the  former 
was  born  April  9,  1763,  and  the  latter  on  the 
16th  of  November,  1781,  they  having  become 
early  settlers  in  Nottingham  Township,  Harri- 
son County,  where  Mr.  Poulson  reclaimed  a 
farm  from  the  forest  and  where  he  and  his 
wife  passed  the  remainder  of  their  lives. 
Names  and  dates  of  birth  of  their  children  are 
here  recorded:  Nelson,  July  1,  1802:  Matilda, 
December  5,  1805;  Rachel,  April  17,  1809:  and 
Andrew,  December  28,  1814.  Andrew  Poulson 
was  born  in  Maryland  and  was  ypung  at  the 
time  of  the  family  Immigration  to  Ohio,  where 
he  was  reared  to  manhood  on  the  pioneer  farm 
in  Nottingham  Township,  in  which  township  he 
continued  his  activities  as  a farmer  during  vir- 
tually his  entire  Independent  career.  He  was 
an  upright  man,  loyal  in  all  of  the  relations  of 
citizenship,  and  was  of  venerable  age  at  the 
time  of  his  death,  as  was  also  his  wife,  both 
having  been  earnest  members  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church.  As  a young  man  Andrew 
Poulson  wedded  Miss  Susannah  Garner,  who 
likewise  was  a native  of  the  State  of  Maryland, 
and  who  was  a daughter  of  Hezekiah  and 
Sophia  (Tippett)  Garner,  her  parents  having 
come  from  Maryland  to  Harrison  County  in  the 
pioneer  days  and  having  passed  the  remainder 
of  their  lives  in  Nottingham  Township.  They 
became  the  parents  of  eleven  children,  namely: 
John,  James,  Julia,  Mary,  Elizabeth,  Susannah, 
Amanda,  Sarah,  Edward,  Thomas  and  Nelson, 
the  last  named  having  died  when  a young  man. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Andrew  Poulson  became  the  par- 
ents of  five  children : John,  who  died  when 
about  seventy-four  years  of  age;  William,  who 
died  in  August,  1920;  Albert  C.,  the  immediate 
subject  of  this  sketch;  Amanda,  the  wife  of 
Jasper  Irons,  of  Moorefield  Township,  Harrison 
County ; and  Hezekiah  resides  in  Nottingham 
Township,  more  specific  mention  of  him  being 
offered  in  later  paragrapha 
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The  Hines  District  School  In  Nottingham 
Township  gave  to  Albert  C.  Poolson  his  early 
educational  advantages,  and  from  his  youth  to 
the  present  time  he  has  maintained  close  asso- 
ciation with  agricultural  and  live-stock  industry 
in  his  native  township.  His  political  alignment 
is  in  the  ranks  of  the  republican  party,  and 
his  wife  and  daughter  hold  membership  in  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  at  Deersville. 

On  the  4th  of  June,  1891,  was  solemnized  the 
marriage  of  Mr.  Poulson  to  Miss  Bertha  Gran- 
ville, daughter  of  John  and  Martha  (Wheeler) 
Granville.  John  Granville,  who  was  born  In 
Franklin  Township,  Harrison  County,  became 
a skilled  stonemason,  followed  his  trade  for  a 
number  of  years  at  Scio,  this  county,  and  then 
removed  to  the  village  of  Tappan,  likewise  In 
Harrison  County,  where  he  and  his  wife  re- 
mained until  their  deaths,  both  having  been 
members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 
They  became  the  parents  of  nine  children : 
Clara  (deceased),  Mary,  Anna,  Jennie,  Nettie, 
Bertha,  Wilbur  (deceased),  Blanche  and  Per- 
ley.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Poulson  have  two  children, 
both  of  whom  remain  at  the  parental  home. 
Martha  Blanche  Is  the  wife  of  Joseph  Griffith, 
who  Is  associated  in  the  work  and  management 
of  her  father’s  farm,  and  they  have  one  son, 
Joseph  Cole.  Harold,  son  of  the  subject  of  this 
sketch,  as  already  noted,  is  a member  of  the 
parental  home  circle. 

Hezekiaii  G.  PounsoN,  younger  brother  of 
Albert  C.  Poulson,  subject  of  the  preceding  per- 
sonal sketch,  likewise  was  born  on  the  old 
homestead  farm  in  Nottingham  Township  and 
is  numbered  among  the  prosperous  farmers  of 
this  township,  the  date  of  his  nativity  having 
been  March  7,  1851.  and  his  youthful  educa- 
tion having  been  obtained  in  the  district  schools. 
As  a young  man  he  assumed  independent  func- 
tions in  connection  with  the  activities  of  the 
old  home  farm,  in  the  management  of  which 
he  continued  until  1901,  when  he  removed  to 
another  farm  not  far  distant.  There  he  con- 
tinued his  operations  until  1912,  when  he  re- 
moved to  his  present  farm,  which  adjoins  his 
father’s  old  home  place  and  which  comprises 
101  acres. 

The  year  1900  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Poulson  to  Miss  Anna  B.  Clark,  daughter  of 
Daniel  and  Mary  (Locke)  Clark,  and  the  one 
child  of  this  union  is  a daughter.  Vivian  L., 
who  was  horn  September  25.  1904. 

Isaac  S.  Cope  Is  to  be  ascribed  the  prestige 
of  representative  position  as  one  of  the  sub- 
stantial agriculturists  and  stock-growers  of  Not- 
tingham Township,  Harrison  County.  He  is  a 
native  son  of  this  township  and  is  a scion  of 
an  honored  pioneer  family  of  the  county.  He 
was  born  in  Nottingham  Township  on  the  21st 
of. February,  1853,  and  is  a son  of  Jacob  and 
Martha  Anna  (Salisbury)  Cope,  whose  marriage 
was  solemnized  May  10,  1847.  Jacob  Cope  was 
born  in  Harrison  County,  November  7,  1822,  and 
was  a son  of  Samuel  and  Jane  (Moore)  Cope. 
Samuel  Cope  was  one  of  the  sterling  pioneers 
of  Harrison  County,  where  he  passed  the  greater 
part  of  his  life  In  Nottingham  Township,  and 


here  he  reclaimed  a productive  farm  from  the 
forest  wilds.  April  11,  1810,  recorded  his  mar- 
riage to  Jane  Moore,  who  was  born  May  20, 
1792.  and  whose  death  occurred  August  7,  1855. 
The  names  and  respective  birth  pates  of  their 
children  are  here  noted:  Margaret,  November 
7,  1811;  Thomas,  January  18,  1814;  David,  June 
17,  1816;  Martha,  August  3,  1818;  Samuel,  Au- 
gust 9,  1820;  Jacob,  November  7,  1822;  Mary 
A.,  October  27,  1824;  Nancy  J.,  September  27, 
1828;  Israel,  May  8,  1830;  and  Robert  C.,  De- 
cember 10,  1832.  Samuel  Cope  was  a son  of 
David  and  Margaret  (Brown)  Cope,  the  latter 
having  been  a daughter  of  Jacob  and  Elizabeth 
Brown.  The  marriage  of  David  Cope  and  Mar- 
garet Brown  occurred  on  the  17th  of  July,  1777, 
and  they  became  the  parents  of  eight  children — 
John,  Elizabeth,  Jacob,  Grace,  David,  Caleb, 
Samuel  and  Nathan. 

Jacob  Cope,  father  of  the  subject  of  this  re- 
view, was  reared  under  the  conditions  of  the 
pioneer  days  in  Harrison  County,  and  as  a 
young  man  he  was  employed  four  years  as  a 
farm  workman  in  Short  Creek  Township.  In 
the  early  days  he  utilized  a four-horse  team  in 
hauling  wheat  from  Harrison  County  to  Dover, 
Tuscarawas  County.  From  Short  Creek  Town- 
ship he  finally  made  his  way  to  Illinois,  In 
which  state  he  remained  four  years,  within 
which  period  his  marriage  was  there  solem- 
nized. Upon  his  return  to  Harrison  County  he 
engaged  in  farm  enterprise  in  Nottingham 
Township,  where  he  spent  the  great  part  of 
his  life  thereafter  on  the  farm  now  owned  by 
his  son  Isaac  S.,  of  this  sketch.  In  1847,  as 
previously  noted,  was  solemnized  his  marriage 
to  Miss  Martha  Anna  Salisbury,  she  having  been 
born  in  Fulton  County,  Illinois,  May  22,  1831, 
a daughter  of  Albert  and  Hopeful  Salisbury, 
pioneer  settlers  of  that  county,  where  her  fa- 
ther engaged  in  farming.  The  names  and  re- 
spective dates  of  birth  of  their  children  are  here 
recorded:  Rachel,  February  7,  1848;  Anna  Eliza, 
November  21.  1849;  Mary  Jane,  April  13,  1851; 
Isaac  S.,  February  31,  1853;  Sarah  Margaret, 
June  12.  1856;  Taylor  Fremont,  April  23,  1858; 
Philip  Randolph,  December  14.  1859;  Jennison 
Lane:  and  Eva  Almedia,  who  married  J.  C. 
Johnson,  of  Cadiz.  After  the  death  of  his  first 
wife  Jacob  Cope  eventually  married  Ruth 
Amanda  Rose,  and  they  became  the  parents  of 
seven  children — Ida,  Nannie,  J.  Osburne, 
Thomas  B.,  Lucy  M.,  Walter  M.  and  Lyle.  Both 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cope  were  members  of  the  Chris- 
tian Church,  as  was  also  the  first  wife. 

Isaac  S.  Cope  found  his  early  youth  diversi- 
fied by  attending  the  district  schools  of  his 
native  township  and  assisting  in  the  work  of 
the  home  farm.  He  was  a young  man  when  he 
began  independent  operations  as  a farmer  in 
Nottingham  Township,  where  he  has  continued 
his  active  and  successful  association  with  agri- 
cultural and  live-stock  industry  during  the  long 
intervening  years.  He  is  the  owner  of  a well 
improved  and  valuable  landed  estate  of  more 
than  300  acres,  and  is  one  of  the  substantial 
and  influential  citizens  of  the  community  in 
which  he  has  resided  for  the  major  part  of  his 
life.  He  Is  a republican  In  politics,  and  he 
served  six  years  as  township  trustee,  besides 
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having  been  for  an  equal  period  a member  of 
the  School  Board  of  his  district.  He  and  his 
wife  hold  membership  in  the  Christian  Church 
at  Minksville. 

In  1875  Mr.  Cope  was  married  to  Miss  Lydia 
Melissa  Carson,  who  likewise  is  a native  of  Not- 
tingham Township  and  a representative  of  a 
well  known  pioneer  family  of  Harrison  County, 
she  being  a daughter  of  the  late  William  and 
Elizabeth  (Wells)  Carson.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cope 
have  six  children:  William  J.  is  the  subject  of 
an  individual  sketch  following  in  this  vol- 
ume; Harry  F.  married  Miss  Elizabeth  Compton 
and  they  reside  in  Nottingham  Township;  John 
H.  wedded  Miss  Ada  E.  Wallace,  and  their  home 
is  in  Nottingham  Township;  George  F.  married 
Miss  Anna  L.  Fulton  and  they  reside  in  New 
Philadelphia,  Ohio:  Lulu  Olive  is  the  wife  of 
John  Fulton,  of  Nottingham  Township;  and 
Etta  Belle  is  the  wife  of  Ralph  M.  Rose,  of 
Nottingham  Township,  their  one  child  being  a 
son,  Alfred  Clyde. 

William  J.  Cope,  who  is  now  numbered 
among  the  progressive  farmers  of  Stock  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County,  was  born  in  Nottingham 
Township,  this  county,  February  14,  1876.  and 
is  the  eldest  of  the  children  of  Isaac  S.  Cope, 
in  whose  personal  sketch  preceding  this 
is  given  adequate  record  concerning  the 
family.  William  J.  Cope  is  indebted  to  the 
district  schools  of  his  native  township  for  his 
early  education,  and  in  that  township  he  made 
his  first  essay  into  the  domain  of  independent 
farm  enterprise.  In  December,  1911,  he  re- 
moved to  North  Township,  where  he  was  en- 
gaged in  farming  for  the  ensuing  five  years, 
and  in  March,  1917,  he  removed  to  his  present 
farm  in  Stock  Township,  where  he  is  meeting 
with  distinctive  success  in  his  vigorous  and  well 
directed  activities  as  an  agriculturist  and  stock-  . 
raiser.  He  takes  loyal  Interest  In  public  affairs 
of  a local  order,  is  a republican  in  political 
allegiance  and  he  and  his  wife  hold  member- 
ship in  the  Christian  Church. 

October  20,  1898,  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Cope  to  Miss  Mary  Margaret  Rogers, 
daughter  of  Barrett  and  Harriett  (Poulson) 
Rogers,  of  Nottingham  Township,  and  of  this 
union  have  been  born  nine  children — James 
Glenn,  John  B.,  Harold  S.  (died  in  early  child- 
hood), Wilbur  Herman,  Mary  Olive,  Nellie  Mil- 
dred, Samuel  Taylor,  George  William  and  Anna 
Florence. 

Ralph  M.  Harding  has  had  the  active  man- 
agement of  the  hardware  business  established 
by  his  father  in  the  village  of  Jewett,  Harrison 
County,  since  the  death  of  his  honored  fnther 
in  1916,  and  is  one  of  the  progressive  young 
business  men  and  popular  citizens  of  his  native 
county.  He  was  born  in  German  Township, 
Harrison  County,  on  the  13th  of  July,  1893, 
and  is  a son  of  John  W.  and  Louisa  (Helter) 
Harding,  the  former  of  whom  was  born  in 
Loudon  Township,  Carroll  County,  Ohio,  and 
the  latter  at  Port  Washington,  Tuscarawas 
County.  John  W.  Harding  was  reared  and  edu- 
cated \n  Carroll  County,  where  his  father,  Philip 
Harding,  was  a prosperous  farmer,  and  where 


he  himself  became  independently  engaged  in 
farm  enterprise  In  his  native  township.  From 
Carroll  County  he  finally  came  to  Harrison 
County  and  established  himself  In  the  hardware 
business  In  the  Village  of  Germano,  German 
Township.  There  he  continued  in  business  un- 
til 1900,  and  the  following  year  he  passed  at 
Jewett.  He  then  removed  to  Sclo,  this  county, 
where  he  established  a prosperous  furniture  and 
undertaking  business.  He  sold  the  stock  and 
business  three  years  later  and  then  returned 
to  Jewett,  where  he  opened  a well  equipped 
hardware  store,  to  the  management  of  which 
he  gave  his  attention  until  his  death,  on  the 
20th  of  May,  1916.  His  first  wife  died  in  1901, 
and  their  only  child  was  Ralph  M.,  of  this  re- 
view. For  his  second  wife  Mr.  Harding  wedded 
Mrs.  Addie  Bond,  who  survives  him.  No  chil- 
dren were  born  of  this  union. 

In  the  public  schools  of  Jewett  Ralph  M. 
Harding  continued  his  studies  until  his  gradu- 
ation in  the  high  school,  and  he  then  became 
actively  associated  with  the  hardware  business 
of  his  father,  of  which  he  has  had  the  active 
management  since  the  death  of  the  latter  and 
in  connection  with  which  he  has  shown  marked 
business  acumen  and  progressiveness,  with  the 
result  that  the  enterprise  has  been  signally 
prospered  under  his  control.  He  and  his  wife 
are  members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
in  their  home  village,  and  he  is  affiliated  with 
the  lodge  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  at  Scio, 
the  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  at  Cadiz 
nnd  the  lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows  at  Jewett. 

In  September,  1912,  was  solemnized  the  mar- 
riage of  Mr.  Harding  to  Miss  Golda  Umbour, 
daughter  of  John  B.  and  Alma  Umbour,  of 
Jewett,  and  the  one  child  of  this  union  is  a 
fine  little  son,  John  Howard. 

Franklin  H.  Miser  has  resided  in  German 
Township,  Harrison  County,  since  his  boyhood 
and  has  become  one  of  the  prosperous  farmers 
and  representative  citizens  of  this  township, 
where  he  has  a well  improved  farm  of  163 
acres,  which  is  given  over  to  well  diversified 
agriculture  and  the  raising  of  approved  types 
of  live  stock. 

Mr.  Miser  was  born  in  Salem  Township,  Jef- 
ferson County,  Ohio,  and  is  a scion  of  well 
known  pioneer  families  of  that  county,  where 
both  his  parental  and  maternal  grandparents 
were  early  settlers.  He  is  a son  of  David  and 
Harriet  (Johnson)  Miser,  both  likewise  natives 
of  Salem  Township,  where  the  former  was  born 
December  29,  1822,  and  the  latter  on  the  10th 
of  December,  1833,  a daughter  of  Thomas  John- 
son. Samuel  Miser,  father  of  David,  developed 
one  of  the  excellent  pioneer  farms  of  Salem 
Township,  and  there  he  and  his  wife  remained 
until  their  deaths.  David  Miser  was  reared  on 
the  old  home  farm  and  gained  his  early  educa- 
tion in  the  pioneer  schools.  He  continued  his 
active  association  with  farm  enterprise  in  his 
native  township  until  1878,  and  on  the  8th  of 
January  of  that  year  he  came  with  his  family 
to  Harrison  County  and  established  a home  on 
the  farm  which  he  purchased  in  German  Town- 
ship. Here  he  continued  as  one  of  the  pros- 
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perous  farmers  and  highly  respected  citizens  of 
the  county  until  he  passed  from  the  stage  of 
life’s  mortal  endeavors  in  the  year  1896,  his 
widow  having  passed  away  on  the  15th  of 
March,  1912,  and  both  having  been  consistent 
members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  They  be- 
came the  parents  of  six  children — John  W.,  Mary 
(deceased),  Annetta  (Mrs.  Henry  Courtwright), 
Franklin  H.,  Samuel  R.  and  David  A.  (died 
July  7,  1889). 

Franklin  H.  Miser  gained  his  rudimentary 
education  in  the  district  schools  of  his  native 
township  and  was  about  ten  years  old  at  the 
time  of  the  family  removal  to  Harrison  County, 
where  he  continued  his  studies  in  the  district 
schools  of  German  Township.  His  present 
homestead  farm  has  been  the  stage  of  his  ac- 
tivities as  an  agriculturist  and  stock-grower 
from  the  time  when  he  initiated  his  independent 
career  when  a young  man,  and  he  keeps  the 
place  of  163  acres  up  to  the  best  standard  in 
all  ways. 

October  27,  1892,  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Miser  to  Miss  Margaret  Scott,  daughter  of 
Joseph  and  Rebecca  (Miller)  Scott,  and  she 
passed  away  April  24,  1905,  no  children  having 
been  born  of  this  union.  In  November,  1906, 
was  solemnized  the  marriage  of  Mr.  Miser  to 
Mrs.  Mary  O.  (Roberts)  Tedrow,  widow  of  John 
C.  Tedrow,  whose  death  occurred  in  November, 
1903.  The  two  children  of  Mrs.  Miser’s  first 
marriage  are  Clifford  W.,  who  was  born  August 
9,  1900,  and  whose  death  occurred  September 
24.  1903;  and  Blanche  Isabel,  who  was  born 
July  17,  1902.  Mrs.  Miser  is  a daughter  of 
E.  W.  and  Eleanor  May  (Hall)  Roberts,  who 
became  the  parents  of  four  children — iMary  O., 
Clara  Jane,  Bertha  May  and  Leonard  L.  After 
her  divorce  from  her  first  husband,  Mrs.  Roberts 
became  the  wife  of  Samuel  P.  Skipper,  and  the 
one  child  of  this  union  is  William  Raymond. 
Leonard  L.  Roberts,  youngest  child  of  the  first 
marriage,  was  eventually  legally  adopted  by 
Samuel  P.  Skipper,  the  second  husband,  and  he 
has  since  borne  the  name  of  Leonard  L.  Skipper. 
For  the  past  twelve  years  he  has  maintained 
his  home  with  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Miser.  Leonard 
L.  Skipper  was  one  of  the  Harrison  County  boys 
who  made  admirable  record  in  connection  with 
America’s  participation  in  the  World  war.  He 
entered  service  June  27,  1918,  at  Camp  Sherman 
and  was  assigned  to  the  One  Hundred  and 
Fifty-eighth  Depot  Brigade.  Later  he  was 
transferred  to  Company  G,  Three  Hundred  and 
Thirty-fourth  Infantry,  and  on  the  6th  of  Octo- 
ber, 1918,  was  assigned  to  Company  M,  Three 
Hundred  and  Sixty-second  Infantry.  He  sailed 
for  France  on  the  3d  of  the  preceding  month, 
and  with  his  command  was  in  service  in  the 
front-line  trenches  for  a period  of  thirteen  days 
in  the  Ninety-first  Division,  on  the  Argonne 
front.  On  the  25th  of  April,  1919,  he  was 
assigned  to  the  Third  Company,  First  Training 
Battalion,  One  Hundred  and  Fifty-eighth  Depot 
Brigade,  as  preliminary  to  discharge  from  ser- 
vice. Arriving  in  his  native  land,  he  received 
his  honorable  discharge  on  the  1st  of  May,  1919. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Miser  have  one  child,  Clarence 
Arthur,  who  was  born  June  21,  1907. 


Samuel  R.  Miser,  a brother  of  Franklin  H. 
Miser,  a review  of  whose  career  is  given  in  the 
preceding  paragraphs,  was  born  in  Salem  Town- 
ship, Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  on  the  22d  of 
June,  1868,  and  his  early  activities  and  educa- 
tional advantages  were  precisely  similar  to  those 
of  his  brother.  He  owns  and  resides  upon  an 
excellent  farm  of  101  acres,  adjoining  that  of 
his  brother  in  German  Township,  Harrison 
County,  and  has  long  been  known  as  one  of 
the  progressive  farmers  and  business  men  of 
this  township.  In  connection  with  farm  enter- 
prise Mr.  Miser  has  operated  a threshing  ma- 
chine, a clover  huller  and  a saw  mill,  and  he 
still  continues  to  do  a considerable  amount  of 
threshing  each  season,  besides  which  he  has 
been  a successful  salesman  of  farm  implements 
and  machinery  and  also  of  high-grade  fertiliz- 
ing products.  He  is  a republican  in  politics, 
and  he  and  his  wife  hold  membership  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church  at  Annapolis,  Jefferson 
County. 

December  25,  1893,  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Miser  to  Miss  Magdalena  Maple,  daughter  of 
George  and  Anna  (Maple)  Maple,  of  Mooretown, 
Jefferson  County,  and  they  have  four  children — 
Essie,  Jay  D.,  Roy  E.  and  Harry  R.  The  only 
daughter,  Essie,  is  the  wife  of  Walter  Snyder, 
and  they  have  two  daughters,  Elsie  and  Wilma 
Maxine. 

Andrew  Palmer  was  born  in  the  State  of 
New  York  on  the  10th  of  October,  1850,  and  he 
was  ten  years  old  when  he  was  sent  from  the 
old  Empire  commonwealth  to  Tuscarawas 
County,  Ohio,  where  he  was  made  the  adopted 
son  of  David  and  Mary  Magdaline  (Temper) 
Palmer,  in  whose  home  he  was  reared  to  man- 
hood, the  while  he  was  afforded  the  advantages 
of  the  public  schools,  his  fosterparents  having 
in  the  meanwhile  established  their  home  on  a 
farm  In  Harrison  County.  He  remained  with 
his  fosterfather  until  his  marriage,  in  the  year 
1872,  and  he  then  engaged  in  independent  farm 
enterprise  in  Nottingham  Township,  whence  he 
later  removed  to  Washington  Township,  where 
he  farmed  two  years.  He  then  returned  to 
Nottingham  Township,  where  he  has  since  con- 
tinued his  activities  as  a substantial  agricul- 
turist and  stock-grower  and  where  he  owns  an 
excellent  farm  of  eighty-three  acres.  He  is 
loyal  to  all  civic  responsibilities,  is  a republican 
in  politics  and  he  and  his  wife  hold  membership 
in  Bethel  Chapel  (Methodist  Episcopal)  in  their 
home  township. 

On  the  4th  of  July,  1872,  was  solemnized  the 
marriage  of  Mr.  Palmer  to  Miss  Rachel  Yaraall, 
who  was  born  in  Tuscarawas  County,  Ohio, 
September  16,  1861,  a daughter  of  Aaron  and 
Harriet  (Poulson)  Yarnall.  Aaron  Yarnall 
was  born  November  12,  1815,  a son  of  Aaron 
and  Mary  Ann  (Bell)  Yarnall,  and  Mrs.  Harriet 
(Poulson)  Yarnall  was  bom  May  26,  1813,  a 
daughter  of  James  and  Elizabeth  Poulson. 
Aaron  Yarnall,  father  of  Mrs.  Palmer,  came  to 
Harrison  County  about  the  year  1857,  and  en- 
gaged in  farming  in  Nottingham  Township.  He 
and  his  wife  passed  the  residue  of  their  lives 
In  this  county,  and  both  were  earnest  members 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  They  be- 
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came  the  parents  of  ten  children,  whose  names 
and  respective  years  of  birth  are  here  recorded : 
Elizabeth,  1837;  James,  1839;  Ziba,  1841;  John, 
1843;  Ell,  1846;  Sarah  Jane,  1847;  George,  1849; 
Rachel,  1851;  Asbury,  1854;  and  William,  1855 
(died  in  infancy).  Aaron  Yarnall,  Sr.,  grand- 
father of  Mrs.  Palmer,  was  born  in  Washing- 
ton County,  Pennsylvania,  in  1783,  and  in  1811 
he  came  with  his  family  to  Harrison  County, 
Ohio,  where  he  purchased  160  acres  of  land  in 
Nottingham  Township  and  became  a pioneer 
farmer.  Here  he  remained  until  his  death  in 
1851,  and  his  widow  passed  away  in  1857,  both 
having  been  active  members  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church.  They  had  nine  children, 
namely : Ziba,  William,  Aaron,  Eli,  Colver,  John, 
Nelson,  Lydia  and  Mary  A. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Palmer  became  the  parents  of 
eight  children:  John  M.  is  a farmer  in  Notting- 
ham Township;  William  T.  is  individually  men- 
tioned on  other  pages  of  this  work;  Hattie  died 
in  early  childhood;  Alice  M.  is  the  wife  of 
James  Walker;  Bertha  R.  is  the  wife  of  Joseph 
B.  Rogers;  Mary  is  the  wife  of  Elmer  Tarbett; 
and  Harry  and  Wesley  are  still  members  of  the 
parental  home  circle. 

Richard  L.  Braden,  who  belongs  to  one  of 
the  well-known  families  of  Harrison  County,  is 
conducting  a blacksmitbing  business  at  Jewett. 
He  was  born  in  Short  Creek  Township,  Harri- 
son County,  on  June  14,  1859,  a son  of  Joseph 
Braden  and  his  wife,  Isabel  Sharp,  natives  of 
Pennsylvania  and  Ireland,  respectively.  Joseph 
Braden  was  a miller  by  trade,  and  after  coming 
to  Harrison  County  at  an  early  day  conducted 
the  Warfell  Mill  in  Short  Creek  Township  until 
his  death  in  1878.  His  wife  died  some  years 
before  him,  passing  away  in  1861.  They  be- 
longed to  the  Presbyterian  Church  and  took  a 
very  active  part  in  its  work  in  their  community. 
Their  children  were  as  follows:  Margaret,  W. 
F.,  Richard  L.,  Laura,  who  married  Newton 
Johnson  and  is  deceased,  and  one  who  died 
young. 

The  boyhood  and  youth  of  Richard  L.  Braden 
was  passed  much  like  that  of  any  normal  lad 
of  his  time  and  locality.  In  those  days  parents 
believed  in  teaching  their  children  to  be  useful, 
and  from  a very  early  age  he  assisted  about 
the  mill  and  at  home,  and  in  the  winter  season 
went  to  the  Red  Hill  School  in  Cadiz  Township. 
When  he  was  old  enough  he  began  learning  the 
blacksmithing  trade,  and  has  continued  to  work 
at  it  all  of  his.  life,  now  owning  his  own  shop 
at  Jewett,  to  which  place  he  moved  in  1883.  He 
has  a large  trade  in  blacksmithing  and  horse- 
shoeing, and  is  recognized  as  an  expert  in  his 
line. 

In  1882  Mr.  Braden  was  united  in  marriage 
with  Elizabeth  Mitchell,  a daughter  of  Rudolph 
Mitchell.  They  have  no  children  of  their  own. 
but  in  1963  they  took  into  their  home  and  hearts 
Nell  McPeek,  then  eight  years  of  age.  She  is 
now  a teacher  of  East  Liverpool,  Ohio,  and  a 
source  of  great  pride  to  them.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Braden  belong  to  the  Presbyterian  Church. 
For  the  past  four  years  Mr.  Braden  has  been 
one  of  the  trustees  of  the  Childs  Home  of  Har- 
rison County,  and  he  also  is  a member  of  the 


Board  of  Control  of  Jewett.  The  Odd  Fellows 
of  Jewett  have  in  him  a faithful  and  valued 
member.  He  is  one  of  the  hard-working,  thrifty 
men  of  the.  county  who,  while  not  going  into 
public  life  to  any  spectacular  degree,  yet  exert 
considerable  influence  among  their  associates, 
and  fortunately  for  all  concerned  always  follow 
sound,  dependable  and  constructive  lines. 

Taylor  S.  Matson.  The  remarkable  accuracy 
of  the  memory  of  this  well  known  native  son 
of  Harrison  County  came  into  effective  play  in 
furnishing  the  data  from  which  this  review  of 
the  family  history  is  compiled,  and  in  gathering 
material  for  the  publication  there  have  been  few 
instances  where  the  person  interviewed  did  not 
have  to  refer  to  written  records  for  data  and 
names.  Mr.  Matson  proved  a distinct  exception. 
He  was  able  to  enlist  his  splendid  memory  in 
supplying  the  information  concerning  an  hon- 
ored family  whose  name  has  been  worthily 
linked  with  the  history  of  Harrison  County  for 
more  than  a century. 

Taylor  Scott  Matson  was  bom  in  Short  Creek 
Township,  Harrison  County,  on  the  20th  of 
April,  1847,  and  until  his  death  lived  retired  in 
the  Village  of  Georgetown,  after  years  of  pro- 
ductive association  with  farm  industry.  He  is 
a son  of  Thomas  C.  and  Loretta  M.  (Close) 
Matson,  the  former  of  whom  was  likewise  a 
native  of  Short  Creek  Township,  where  he  was 
born  September  28,  1816,  and  the  latter  was 
born  in  Belmont  County,  this  state,  January  18, 
1818,  she  having  been  a daughter  of  Henry  and 
Magdalene  (Neete)  Close,  who  were  sterling 
pioneers  of  Belmont  County.  Henry  Close,  who 
had  been  a successful  farmer  in  Belmont 
County,  was  eighty-seven  years  of  age  at  the 
time  of  his  death  in  1858,  his  wife  passing  away 
the  same  year,  at  the  age  of  seventy-seven  years, 
and  both  having  been  members  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church.  They  became  the  parents  of 
eight  children — John,  George,  Josiah,  Loretta, 
Mary,  Eliza.  Lucinda  and  Harriet. 

John  Matson,  who  was  born  in  the  year  1784, 
was  the  paternal  grandfather  of  Taylor  S.  Mat- 
son.  John  Matson  and  his  wife,  whose  maiden 
name  was  Parthenia  Cooper,  were  numbered 
among  the  earliest  settlers  in  Short  Creek 
Township,  Harrison  County,  where  he  reclaimed 
a farm  from  the  forest  wilds  and  where  he  re- 
mained until  his  death,  May  9,  1857,  his  widow 
having  passed  to  eternal  rest  on  the  15th  of 
June.  1 870,  her  religious  faith  having  been  that 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  These  hon- 
ored pioneers  became  the  parents  of  six  children 
— ‘Sarah,  Rachel,  Prudence,  Naomi,  Thomas  C. 
and  John. 

Thomas  C.  Matson  was  reared  under  the  con- 
ditions that  marked  the  early  pioneer  period  in 
the  history  of  Harrison  County,  and  in  Short 
Creek  Township  he  passed  his  entire  life.  He 
became  one  of  the  substantial  exponents  of  farm 
industry  in  his  native  township,  and  it  is  inter- 
esting to  record  that  in  that  township  two  ex- 
cellent farms  remained  in  the  possession  of  the 
Matson  family  for  109  years.  Mr.  Matson  was 
a man  of  earnest  and  upright  character,  loyal 
in  community  affairs  and  imbued  with  a fine 
sense  of  personal  stewardship,  both  he  and  his 
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wife  having  held  membership  in  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church.  Mr.  Matson's  death  occurred 
March  26,  1S7P,  and  his  widow'  passed  away  on 
the  24th  of  March,  1891.  Of  their  children  the 
first  born,  Henry  X.,  died  at  the  age  of  fifteen 
years;  Taylor  Scott  w'as  the  next  in  order  of 
birth;  Thompson  still  resides  in  Harrison 
County,  as  does  also  Emma,  who  is  the  wife  of 
John  G.  Lew  is. 

The  district  schools  of  his  native  township 
afforded  to  Taylor  S.  Matson  his  youthful  edu- 
cation, and  he  early  gained  practical  experience 
in  connection  with  the  activities  of  the  home 
farm.  As  a young  man  he  began  Independent 
enterprise  on  one  of  the  old  Matson  homesteads, 
and  he  remained  on  this  farm  until  January, 
1898.  when  he  and  his  wife  removed  to  the 
Village  of  Georgetown,  and  though  he  retired  he 
continued  to  give  his  general  supervision  to  his 
fine  farm  until  1916,  when  he  sold  the  property. 
He  never  sought  political  preferment,  but  was 
always  ready  to  do  his  part  In  supporting  meas- 
ures advanced  for  the  general  good  of  the  com- 
munity. 

July  10,  1889,  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Matson  to  Miss  Julia  Ellen  Kerr,  daughter  of 
James  and  Julia  Kerr,  and  she  passed  to  the  life 
eternal  on  the  24th  of  March,  1892,  the  only 
child  of  this  union  having  been  Ella  Louise, 
who  died  at  the  age  of  five  months.  On  the  21st 
of  October,  1896,  was  solemnized  the  marriage 
of  Mr.  Matson  to  Miss  Sarah  Eleanor  Douglas, 
daughter  of  Robert  and  Clarissa  (Hulta)  Doug- 
las, but  no  children  were  born  to  this  marriage. 

Robert  Douglas  was  born  in  Allegheny  County, 
Pennsylvania,  April  5,  1820,  and  in  the  same 
county  his  wife  was  born  April  8,  1839.  their 
marriage  having  been  solemnized  September  11, 
1866.  In  1878  Robert  Dougins  came  with  his 
family  to  Harrison  County,  and  in  the  following 
year  he  engaged  in  farming  in  Short  Creek 
Township,  where  he  passed  the  remainder  of  his 
life,  his  death  occurring  January  7.  1900,  and  his 
wddow  being  still  a resident  of  this  township. 
They  became  the  parents  of  three  children ; 
Mary  Louisa,  born  December  13,  1867 ; Sarah 
Eleanor,  born  June  17,  1869;  and  Abner  C., 
who  died  when  about  two  weeks  old. 

Thompson  Matson,  who  is  now  living  retired 
In  the  village  of  Georgetown,  Harrison  County, 
continued  to  give  his  personal  supervision  to 
his  farm  in  Short  Creek  Township  until  1916, 
when  he  sold  the  property,  the  same  having  been 
continuously  in  the  possession  of  the  Matson 
family  for  more  than  a century.  Mr.  Matson 
h”s  maintained  his  home  at  Georgetown  since 
1897,  but.  as  previously  stated,  he  continued  to 
manage  his  farm  until  1916,  with  frequent  trips 
b*ck  and  forth  between  the  farm  and  his  home 
village.  He  is  a representative  of  a sterling 
pioneer  family  of  Harrison  County,  and  con- 
cerning the  history  of  the  family  adequate  data 
Is  given  on  the  preceding  pages,  in  the  sketch  of 
the  career  of  his  older  and  only  brother,  Taylor 
S.  Matson,  deceased. 

Thompson  Matson  was  born  in  Short  Creek 
Township,  this  comity,  on  the  16th  of  August. 
1848.  He  gained  his  early  education  In  the 
rural  schools  of  the  locality  and  period,  and  his 


entire  active  career  was  marked  by  close  and 
successful  association  with  farm  industry  in  his 
native  township. 

The  year  1882  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Matson  to  Miss  Lydia  Shields,  daughter  of  Jack- 
son  Shields,  and  the  one  child  of  this  union  was 
Estella,  who  died  in  1897.  Mrs.  Matson  died 
on  the  24th  of  July,  1909,  a zealous  member  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church.  July  1,  1911,  Mr.  Mat- 
son  was  united  in  marriage  to  Miss  Mary  R. 
Shields,  a sister  of  his  first  wife.  She  is  a 
member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

John  W.  Haverfield  has  the  distinction  of 
being  a substantial  and  prominent  exponent  of 
agricultural  and  live-stock  industry  in  Stock 
Township,  Harrison  County,  and  is  a scion  of  a 
family  whose  name  has  been  prominent  in  con- 
nection with  civic  and  Industrial  affairs  in  Har- 
rison County  for  more  than  a century.  He  was 
born  In  Cadiz  Township,  this  county,  on  the 
17th  of  October,  1871.  and  is  of  the  fourth  gen- 
eration in  descent  from  Nathan  Haverfield  who, 
in  the  year  1S00  settled  in  what  Is  now  Har- 
rison County,  where  he  took  up  a tract  of  heav- 
ily timbered  land  and  instituted  the  develop- 
ment of  a frontier  farm.  Nathan  Haverfield 
was  born  near  the  present  city  of  Wheeling. 
West  Virginia,  and  was  a son  of  James  and 
Nancy  Haverfield,  the  former  a native  of  Ire- 
land. In  Pennsylvania  Nathan  Haverfield  mar- 
ried Miss  Harriet  Barnett,  and  from  that  state 
they  came  to  Ohio  in  1800,  the  remainder  of 
their  lives  having  been  passed  on  their  pioneer 
farm,  in  what  is  now  Harrison  County.  Mr. 
Haverfield  died  at  the  age  of  seventy-six  and 
his  widow  at  the  age  of  eighty-six  years.  Their 
children  were  eleven  in  number.  John  N.  Hav- 
erfield. son  of  Nathan,  was  born  in  Cadiz  Town- 
ship. Harrison  County,  May  17,  1820,  and  who 
was  reared  under  the  conditions  of  the  pioneer 
days.  October  27.  1842,  recorded  his  marriage 
to  Emeline,  daughter  of  John  and  Annie  (Gor- 
such)  lively,  and  they  became  the  parents  of 
four  children,  of  whom  the  eldest  was  Henry 
L.,  father  of  him  whose  name  initiates  this 
sketch.  John  N.  Haverfield  developed  one  of 
the  fine  farm  properties  of  Stock  Township, 
was  for  six  years  a director  of  the  county  in- 
firmary, was  a director  of  the  Farmers  and  Me- 
chanics National  Bank  of  Cadiz  and  was  one 
of  the  honored  and  influential  men  of  his  native 
county.  He  was  a republican  in  politics  and 
both  he  and  his  wife  were  most  zealous  mem- 
bers of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  in 
which  he  held  official  position  for  many  years. 

Henry  L.  Haverfield  was  born  in  Cadiz  Town- 
ship on  the  29th  of  July,  1843.  and  he  was 
reared  on  the  home  farm.  In  August.  1862, 
shortly  before  the  nineteenth  anniversary  of 
his  birth,  he  enlisted  for  service  in  the  Civil 
war.  He  became  a member  of  Company  F, 
Ninety-eighth  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  with 
which  he  served  three  years,  in  the  Army  of 
the  Cumberland  and  with  which  he  took  part  in 
the  Atlanta  campaign  and  Sherman’s  historic 
march  from  Atlanta  to  the  sea.  He  remained 
with  his  command  until  the  close  of  the  war 
and  received  his  honorable  discharge  on  the  10th 
of  June,  1866.  later  years  having  found  him 
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actively  affiliated  with  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic.  After  the  war  Mr.  Haverfield  re- 
mained on  the  old  home  farm  until  1885,  and 
for  a number  of  years  thereafter  and  until  his 
death  was  engaged  in  the  hardware  business  at 
Cadiz.  His  death  occurred  on  the  27th  of  Oc- 
tober, 1802.  He  was  a man  of  sterling  char- 
acter, commanded  unqualified  esteem  in  his  na- 
tive county,  was  a staunch  republican  and  was 
an  active  member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  as  is  also  his  widow,  who  maintains 
her  home  in  the  city  of  Cadiz. 

Henry  L.  Haverfield  was  married  to  Miss 
Mary  Elizabeth  Barrett,  who  likewise  was  born 
and  reared  in  Harrison  County  and  who  is  a 
representative  of  another  of  the  honored  pio- 
neer families  of  the  county.  Mrs.  Haverfield 
is  a daughter  of  William  H.  and  Eliza  V.  (Betz) 
Barrett,  the  former  of  whom  was  born  in  Cadiz 
Township,  this  county,  June  10,  1812,  and  the 
latter  was  bom  In  Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  in 
1817,  their  marriage  having  occurred  in  1837. 
William  H.  Barrett  was  a son  of  Arthur  and 
Mary  (HufT)  Barrett,  and  the  former  was  a 
son  of  Arthur  Barrett,  Sr.,  who  came  to  the 
present  county  of  Harrison  in  1803  from  Vir- 
ginia, where  he  was  bom  in  1743.  Arthur  Bar- 
rett, Sr.,  obtained  nearly  1,000  acres  of  wild 
forest  land  in  Cadiz  Township,  and  became  one 
of  the  earliest  settlers  of  the  county.  Here  he 
remained  as  a pioneer  citizen  until  his  death, 
in  1828.  Arthur  Barrett,  Jr.,  was  bora  in  Vir- 
ginia, in  1780,  and  accompanied  his  father  to 
Ohio,  where  he  married  Mary,  daughter  of  Will- 
iam Huff,  a pioneer  and  a famous  Indian  scout 
of  Ohio.  Arthur  and*  Mary  (Huff)  Barrett  be- 
came the  parents  of  four  children:  Meredith, 
Lewis.  William  H.  and  Mary.  Mrs.  Barrett  died 
in  1814,  and  later  her  husband  married  Eliza- 
beth Wolf,  four  children  having  been  bora  of 
this  union.  Mr.  Barrett  died  in  1845,  and  his 
widow  passed  away  in  1887,  both  having  been 
earnest  members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  as  was  also  his  first  wife. 

William  H.  Barrett  passed  his  entire  life  in 
Harrison  County  and  was  one  of  the  most  sub- 
stantial farmers  and  venerable  citizens  of  Not- 
tingham Township  at  the  time  of  his  death.  Both 
he  and  his  wife  were  active  members  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

Henry  L.  and  Mary  E.  (Barrett)  Haverfield 
became  the  parents  of  six  children:  Brice  is  a 
manufacturer  of  store  fixtures  in  the  city  of 
Chicago,  Illinois,  and  resides  at  LaGrange,  one 
of  the  beautiful  suburbs  of  that  metropolis.  He 
married  Miss  Grace  Huff,  and  they  have  three 
children,  Helen  Beatrice,  Elythla  May  and  Sarah 
Virginia.  John  William,  the  next  in  order  of 
birth,  is  the  immediate  subject  of  this  review. 
Earl,  who  is  a resident  of  Los  Angeles,  Califor- 
nia, married  Miss  Emma  Kearney,  and  their 
one  child  is  a daughter,  Dorothy.  Eugene  L., 
a resident  of  Cadiz,  Harrison  County,  married 
Miss  Edna  Blanche  Bidwell,  and  they  are  the 
parents  of  three  children,  Melvin,  Madeline  and 
John  Henry.  Raymond  B.  died  in  infancy. 
Cora  Ethel  is  the  wife  of  George  H.  Miller,  of 
Cleveland,  Ohio. 

John  William  Haverfield  passed  the  period 
of  his  childhood  and  early  youth  in  Cadiz 


Township  and  in  addition  to  receiving  the  ad- 
vantages of  the  district  schools  he  attended  also 
the  public  schools  of  Cadiz,  for  one  year.  He 
has  given  virtually  his  entire  independent  ca- 
reer to  farm  industry  and  is  now  operating  a 
finely  improved  and  productive  farm  of  223 
acres,  his  valuable  farm  estate  being  one  of 
the  best  equipped  and  most  capably  managed  in 
Stock  Township,  and  his  energy  and  ability  hav- 
ing gained  him  place  among  the  representative 
agriculturists  and  stock-growers  of  his  native 
county.  In  politics  he  is  a republican,  and  he 
served  six  years  as  trustee  of  Stock  Township, 
besides  which  he  is  at  the  present  time  a mem- 
ber of  the  township  school  board.  He  is  af- 
filiated with  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fel- 
lows and  the  Knights  of  Pythias  at  Cadiz,  and 
both  he  and  his  wife  are  members  of  the  Bethel 
Chapel  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  in 
the  faith  of  which  they  were  reared. 

April  21,  1895,  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Haverfield  to  Miss  May  Chaney,  who  likewise 
was  born  and  reared  in  Harrison  County  and 
who  is  a daughter  of  Nathan  and  Jane  (Kirby) 
Chaney,  the  latter  having  been  the  eldest  of 
the  five  children  of  John  and  Maria  (McMillan) 
Kirby  and  her  death  having  occurred  December 
27,  1916.  Nathan  Chaney,  for  many  years  a 
prosperous  and  highly  esteemed  citizen  of  Ca- 
diz Township,  died  on  the  22d  of  December, 
1918,  his  entire  life  having  been  passed  in  this 
county,  where  his  parents,  Nathaniel  and  Cath- 
erine (Steele)  Chaney,  were  early  settlers.  Na- 
than and  Jane  (Kirby)  Chaney  became  the  par- 
ents of  seven  children:  McMillan  Is  a resident 
of  Beloit,  Ohio;  Ida,  who  became  the  wife  of 
Samuel  McFadden,  died  in  1884;  Jennie  died  in 
childhood;  Albert  resides  at  Jewett,  Harrison 
County;  May  is  the  wife  of  Mr.  Haverfield,  of 
this  sketch ; Leota  is  the  wife  of  Edward  O. 
Adams,  of  Canton,  Stark  County ; and  John 
resides  at  Toronto,  Jefferson  County.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Haverfield  have  two  children,  H.  Hayes 
and  Ethel  Leota. 

Samuel  M.  Dickerson.  In  view  of  American 
nomadic  tendencies  and  the  general  spirit  of 
unrest  that  marks  the  present  day,  it  is  spe- 
cially pleasing  to  find  a sterling  citizen  of  Har- 
rison County,  Samuel  M.  Dickerson,  residing 
on  the  fine  old  homestead  farm  which  was  the 
place  of  his.  birth  and  which  is  to  him  a haven 
of  peace  and  prosperity  as  the  shadows  of  his 
life  begin  to  lengthen  from  the  golden  west  On 
this  farm  in  Athens  Township  Mr.  Dickerson 
was  born  April  13,  1844,  a son  of  Joseph  and 
Mary  (Jones)  Dickerson.  The  parents  were 
both  natives  of  Fayette  County,  Pennsylvania, 
where  the  father  was  born  May  30,  1796,  and 
the  mother  on  the  7th  of  April,  1802,  she  hav- 
ing been  a daughter  of  Thomas  and  Rebecca 
(Smith)  Jones.  Thomas  Jones  was  born  in 
Wales  in  the  year  1750,  and  was  a child  when 
he  was  left  an  orphan,  In  the  state  of  Dela- 
ware, where  he  was  reared  to  manhood  and 
where  was  solemnized  his  marriage  to  Rebecca 
Smith.  He  served  as  a soldier  in  the  War  of 
the  Revolution,  and  finally  he  removed  with  his 
family  to  Pennsylvania,  where  he  passed  the 
remainder  of  his  long,  worthy  and  useful  life 
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and  where  he  died  at  the  patriarchal  age  of 
104  years,  in  1854.  He  was  an  earnest  member 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  Thomas  and 
Rebecca  (Smith)  Jones  became  the  parents  of 
five  sons  and  two  daughters,  and  before  his 
death  he  had  become  the  grandsire  of  forty-six 
children,  with  numerous  representatives  also 
of  two  younger  generations. 

Joseph  Dickerson's  grandfather,  Joshua  Dick- 
erson, was  born  in  Monmouth  County,  New  Jer- 
sey, in  1728,  and  the  maiden  name  of  his  wife 
was  Susanna  Whitten.  About  1748  he  accom- 
panied hlft  parents  on  their  removal  to  Mary- 
land, where  the  home  was  established  not  far 
distant  from  the  present  Harper’s  Ferry.  There 
Joshua  Dickerson  married  and  there  his  first 
child,  Thomas,  grandfather  of  Samuel  M.  Dick- 
erson of  this  review,  was  bom  on  the  19th  of 
May,  1764.  About  the  year  1771  Joshua  Dicker- 
son  removed  with  his  family  to  Fayette  County, 
Pennsylvania,  where  he  and  his  wife  continued 
to  reside  until  their  deaths.  Their  children 
were  twelve  in  number:  Thomas,  William,  Eli, 
John,  Joshua,  Jr.,  Levi,  Sarah  (Mrs.  Samuel 
Dunlap),  Mary  (Mrs.  John  Dunlap),  Susan 
(Mrs  Josiah  Allen),  Ruth,  Elizabeth  and  Rachel. 

Thomas  Dickerson  was,  as  previously  noted, 
bom  in  the  year  1764,  and  he  was  reared  to 
manhood  in  Fayette  County,  Pennsylvania.  The 
maiden  name  of  his  wife  was  Mary  Currey  and 
her  birth  having  occurred  January  16,  1706.  In 
the  year  1800  Thomas  Dickerson  set  forth  on 
foot  and  alone  from  Fayette  County,  Pennsyl- 
vania, to  make  his  way  to  the  frontier  wilds 
of  Ohio.  On  the  night  of  the  8th  of  Novem- 
ber, while  en  route,  he  stopped  at  a lone  cabin 
and  requested  accommodation  for  the  night. 
The  owner  of  the  cabin  stated : “We  have  but 
two  rooms,  but  if  you  can  put  up  as  we  do 
you  are  welcome.”  A little  later  in  the  evening 
another  man  appeared  and  asked  for  similar 
entertainment,  with  the  result  that  the  two  so- 
journers found  sleeping  quarters  in  one  of  the 
two  rooms  of  the  pioneer  cabin.  The  other 
guest  was  Joseph  Huff,  the  pioneer  Indian 
fighter  and  surveyor  in  Ohio,  and  when  he 
learned  that  Mr.  Dickerson  was  a mechanic  he 
persuaded  the  latter  to  continue  his  journey 
by  way  of  the  Huff  cabin  in  Athens  Township, 
Harrison  County,  ere  he  continued  onward  to 
his  destination,  the  White  Plains  of  Ohio.  The 
next  day — 'November  9,  1800 — the  two  men  ar- 
rived at  Mr.  Huffs  cabin,  and  Mr.  Dickerson 
became  so  favorably  impressed  with  this  county 
that  he  abandoned  the  plan  of  continuing  his 
journey.  At  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  Huff  he  set 
forth  the  following  day  to  file  entry  at  Steuben- 
ville on  Government  land  in  what  is  now  Har- 
rison County.  His  financial  resources  were  lim- 
ited, and  Mr.  Huff  insisted  on  lending  fifty  dol- 
lars, for  which  he  would  accept  no  security. 
Mr.  Huff  took  the  money  from  his  improvised 
“safe,”  which  was  an  iron  frying-pan  buried 
beneath  the  dirt  floor  in  one  corner  of  the  cabin. 
Mr.  Dickerson  entered  a section  of  land  in  Har- 
rison County,  which  became  Cadiz  Township 
when  the  county  was  organized.  Here  he  es- 
tablished his  home,  reclaimed  a productive  farm 
and  here  remained  until  his  death.  His  wife 
joined  him  in  the  pioneer  home  and  there  they 


reared  their  children,  thirteen  in  number, 
namely:  Eli,  Levi,  Joshua,  Joseph,  William, 
Ruth,  Elizabeth,  Rebecca,  Sarah,  Susan,  Mary, 
Rachel  and  Nancy.  No  name  has  been  more 
closely  or  honorably  linked  with  the  develop- 
ment and  progress  of  Harrison  County  than  that 
of  the  Dickerson  family,  in  each  successive  gen- 
eration of  which  the  sons  and  daughters  have 
well  upheld  the  honors  of  the  name. 

As  a young  man  Joseph  Dickerson  engaged 
in  independent  farm  enterprise  in  Athens  Town- 
ship on  what  is  now  the  home  farm  of  Hiram 
and  Elizabeth  Dickerson.  On  the  place,  as  a 
veritable  landmark,  is  still  standing  the  pio- 
neer log  house  in  which  Joseph  Dickerson  and 
his  wife  began  housekeeping,  the  building  hav- 
ing been  erected  by  him  and  being  retained  as 
a relic  of  the  past,  though  it  is  no  longer  oc- 
cupied. Joseph  Dickerson  was  a man  of  energy 
and  spirit,  was  successful  in  his  farm  enter- 
prise, and  was  the  pioneer  in  the-  operating  of 
a saw  mill  with  steam  power  in  Harrison 
County.  He  remained  on  his  old  home  farm 
during  his  entire  active  career.  In  1865  he 
retired  from  the  farm  to  the  village  of  New- 
Athens,  and  there  his  death  occurred  on  the 
10th  of  May,  1877.  His  first  wife  died  Marcbt 
10,  1857,  and  later  he  married  Mrs.  Sarah  A.. 
Mills,  who  survived  him  by  several  years.  Jo- 
seph and  Mary  (Jones)  Dickerson  became  the 
parents  of  twelve  children,  whose  names  and 
respective  dates  of  birth  are  here  recorded: 
Joshua,  March  25,  1822;  Rebecca,  January  1, 
1824;  Mary  Jane,  October  23,  1825;  Baruch, 
September  4,  1827 ; Hannah,  September  4,  1828 ; 
Thomas,  May  4,  1830;  William,  August  13,  1832; 
Joseph,  September  11,  1834;  Susapna,  Febru- 
ary 12,  1837;  John  Allen,  May  6,  1839;  James 
W.,  July  6,  1841;  and  Samuel  M.,  April  13,  1844. 
Samuel  M.,  youngest  of  the  number  and  the  im- 
mediate subject  of  this  sketch,  is  now  the  only 
survivor. 

On  the  old  home  farm  which  was  the  place 
of  his  birth  Samuel  M.  Dickerson  has  always 
resided,  and  it  may  well  be  understood  that  the 
place  is  endeared  to  him  by  gracious  memories 
and  associations,  even  as  it  has  afforded  an  ad- 
mirable stage  for  his  successful  achievement  as 
an  agriculturist  and  stock-grower.  His  early 
education  was  acquired  in  the  common  schools 
and  has  been  supplemented  by  the  experiences 
of  a long,  busy  and  useful  life.  He  has  always 
taken  deep  Interest  in  everything  pertaining  to 
the  welfare  and  advancement  of  his  native 
county,  has  had  no  desire  for  public  office  but 
is  a staunch  supporter  of  the  principles  of  the 
republican  party.  Both  he  and  his  wife  are 
zealous  members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  of  which  the  Dickerson  family  has  been 
notable  for  liberal  support  from  the  earliest  pio- 
neer days  in  Harrison  County,  where  they  were 
active  in  founding  what  became  known  as  the 
Dickerson  Church  of  this  denomination  in  1804. 
Samuel  M.  Dickerson’s  grandfather  organized 
the  first  church  meeting  held  in  the  county,  s&id 
to  be  the  oldest  church  organization  in  the  state 
of  Ohio. 

On  the  8th  of  March,  1870,  was  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  Mr.  Dickerson  to  Miss  Marjr 
Ellen  Holmes,  daughter  of  Asa  S.  and  Mary 
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(McCoy)  Holmes,  of  Athens  Township.  In  con- 
clusion is  given  brief  record  concerning  the  chil- 
dren of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Dickerson : Lucy,  born 

September  30,  1871,  is  the  wife  of  Dr.  George 
R.  Grose,  the  distinguished  president  of  DePauw 
University  at  Greencastle.  Indiana.  Dr.  and 
Mrs.  Grose  have  five  children : Mary  Frances, 
Wilbur  D.,  Helen,  Virginia  and  William  Edwin. 
Oliver  H.,  only  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Dickerson, 
was  born  November  19,  1873,  and  is  a civil  en- 
gineer by  profession.  He  resides  in  the  city  of 
Duluth,  Minnesota.  He  married  Miss  Alice  Os- 
burn,  and  they  have  three  children,  John  O., 
Joseph  H.,  and  Samuel.  Gertrude  Dickerson, 
born  January  23, 1878,  is  the  wife  of  Rev.  Frank- 
lin Kerr,  a clergyman  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Logan,  Ohio,  and  they  have  two 
children,  Marcus  and  Samuel  W. 

Robebt  F.  Ramsey  is  found  numbered  among 
the  representative  farmers  of  his  native  town- 
ship, and  that  he  has  secure  place  in  popular 
confidence  and  esteem  in  Harrison  County  needs 
no  further  voucher  than  the  fact  that  here  he 
served  four  years  as  county  recorder.  As  a 
young  man  he  gave  five  years  of  effective  service 
as  a successful  and  popular  teacher  in  the 
schools  of  Cadiz  and  Nottingham  townships,  and 
since  that  time,  save  for  the  period  of  his  in- 
cumbency of  county  office,  he  has  given  his  at- 
tention to  vigorous  and  successful  farm  enter- 
prise in  Nottingham  Township,  where  he  is  the 
owner  of  a well  improved  and  productive  farm 
of  136  acres — a center  of  propressive  agricul- 
tural and  live-stock  industry.  He  is  a repub- 
lican in  politics,  has  been  active  in  the  local 
councils  and  campaign  work  of  the  party,  and 
his  service  as  county  recorder  continued  from 
September,  1910,  to  September,  1914,  with  an  ad- 
ministration whose  efficiency  was  attended  with 
marked  popular  approval.  Both  he  and  his  wife 
hold  membership  in  the  Christian  Church  at 
Cadiz. 

Mr.  Ramsey  was  born  in  Nottingham  Town- 
ship, this  county,  on  the  6th  of  October,  1861, 
and  is  a son  of  John  C.  and  Sarah  J.  (Hines) 
Ramsey,  the  former  of  whom  was  born  in  Wash- 
ington County,  Pennsylvania,  on  the  24th  of  No- 
vember, 1823,  and  the  latter  of  whom  passed 
her  entire  life  in  Nottingham  Township,  Har- 
rison County,  where  her  parents,  Isaac  and 
Sarah  (Patterson)  Hines,  stood  as  representa- 
tives of  honored  pioneer  families.  John  C.  Ram- 
sey was  a son  of  William  and  Mary  (Ander- 
son) Ramsey,  and  was  sixteen  years  of  age  at 
the  time  when  the  family  home  was  established 
in  Harrison  County.  Here  he  learned  the  trade 
of  cooper,  but  the  major  part  of  his  active  ca- 
reer was  given  to  constructive  farm  enterprise 
in  Nottingham  Township.  His  marriage  to  Miss 
Sarah  J.  Hines  was  solemnized  March  16,  1847, 
and  her  death  occurred  in  the  year  1865.  They 
became  the  parents  of  eight  children,  namely: 
Isaac  L.  (dead),  Mary  E.  (dead),  William  B., 
John  T.  (dead),  James  P.  (dead),  Harvey  C., 
Rbbert  F.,  and  Martha  A.  (dead).  For  his  sec- 
ond wife  John  C.  Ramsey  wedded  Miss  Emily 
Ford,  who  was  horn  in  Harrison  County  in  1825, 
a representative  of  another  of  the  honored  pio- 
neer families  of  this  county,  and  she  passed  to 


the  life  eternal  in  1880.  In  1882  Mr.  Ramsey 
married  Miss  Angeline  Hines,  who  was  born 
October  31,  1831,  and  who  was  a daughter  of 
Abraham  and  Hannah  (Carson)  Hines,  of  Har- 
rison County.  From  the  time  of  his  first  mar- 
riage until  bis  death  Mr.  Ramsey  resided  on 
bis  fine  farm  in  section  6,  Nottingham  Town- 
ship. and  he  was  one  of  the  influential  and 
highly  esteemed  citizens  of  that  township.  He 
was  a prominent  worker  in  the  ranks  of  the 
prohibition  party  and  held  membership  in  the 
Christian  Church.  He  died  oh  the  7th  of  Feb- 
ruary, 1898,  his  wife  having  died  sevm*al  years 
before.  9 

Robert  F.  Ramsey  was  reared  to  the  invigor- 
ating discipline  of  the  farm,  and  that  he  made 
good  use  of  the  educational  advantages  that 
were  his  in  his  youth  was  demonstrated  in  his 
five  years  of  service  as  a teacher  in  the  rural 
schools,  as  noted  in  the  opening  paragraph  of 
this  sketch.  His  record  as  a farmer  in  his  na- 
tive township  has  been  marked  by  the  vital 
progressiveness  and  the  circumspection  that 
ever  augur  for  maximum  success  and  he  is  a 
substantial  agriculturist  and  stock-grower  whose 
farm  gives  ample  evidence  of  his  thrift  and  good 
management. 

On  the  15th  of  January,  1888,  Mr.  Ramsey 
was  united  in  marriage  to  Miss  Margaret  B. 
Carson,  who  likewise  was  born  and  reared  in 
Nottingham  Township  and  who  is  a daughter 
of  David  L.  and  Mary  Ellen  (Wells)  Carson, 
concerning  whom  more  specific  mention  is  made 
on  other  pages,  in  the  personal  sketch  of  O.  K. 
Martin,  who  married  another  of  the  daughters 
in  this  well  known  family.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ram- 
sey have  seven  children:  Florence  E.,  is  the 

wife  of  Ernest  Walker,  of  Cadiz,  this  county: 
Clyde  H.,  who  resides  at  Dennison.  Tuscarawas 
County,  married  Miss  Dora  Finical,  and  their 
one  child,  Robert  F.  II,  was  named  in  honor  of 
his  paternal  grandfather,  to  whom  this  review 
is  dedicated:  Wilbur  C.,  at  home;  John  R.,  at 
home;  Hazel  O.,  who  married  Ross  Finical,  of 
Cadiz  Township;  Martha  Bernice,  who  married 
Frank  Porter,  of  Cadiz.  Ohio;  and  Helen  M., 
who  remains  at  the  parental  home.  John  R. 
Ramsey  was  among  the  fine  young  men  who 
represented  Harrison  County  in  the  nation’s 
military  service  at  the  time  of  the  World  war. 
He  entered  service  October  6,  1917,  and  at  Camp 
Sherman,  Ohio,  he  was  assigned  to  Company 
12,  Third  Training  Battalion  of  the  One  Hun- 
dred and  Fifty -eighth  Depot  Brigade.  With 
this  command  he  continued  in  service  at  Camp 
Sherman  until  he  received  his  honorable  dis- 
charge on  the  6th  of  January,  1919. 

Edward  C.  Hennen.  Prominent  among  the 
prosj>erous  agriculturists  of  Harrison  County, 
a record  of  whose  lives  fill  an  important  place 
In  this  volume,  Is  Edward  C.  Hennen  of  Cadiz 
Township,  proprietor  of  a well-kept  farm  that 
with  its  excellent  improvements,  constitutes  one 
of  the  most  attractive  pieces  of  property  in  his 
immediate  neighborhood.  A native  of  West  Vir- 
ginia, he  was  born  May  11,  1878,  In  Mononga- 
hela  County,  which  was  likewise  the  place  of 
birth  of  both  his  father,  Lewis  Hennen,  and  of 
his  grandfather,  Alexander  Hennen. 
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Alexander  Hennen,  a life-long  resident  of 
West  Virginia,  was  twice  married.  He  married 
first  Mrs.  Anna  (Stoops)  Hennen.  She  died  a 
few  years  after  her  marriage  with  Alexander 
Hennen,  leaving  four  children,  Levi,  Elroy, 
Lewis  and  Sarah.  Alexander  Hennen  married 
for  his  second  wife  Rachel  Russell,  and  they 
became  the  parents  of  seven  children,  as  fol- 
lows: Henry  S.,  William,  Christopher  C.,  Jo- 

seph, Matt,  Emma  and  Jennie. 

Born  January  13,  1854,  Lewis  Hennen  suc- 
ceeded to  the  occupation  of  his  ancestors,  and 
was  engaged  in  farming  in  Monongahela  County, 
West  Virginia,  until  1904.  Coming  in  that  year 
to  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  he  was  a resident  of 
Cadiz  Township  until  his  death  in  1908.  He 
married  Elzena  Clovis,  who  was  born  in  Monon- 
gahela County,  West  Virginia,  March  20,  1854, 
and  died  in  Harrison  County  Ohio,  in  1912.  Her 
father,  Jacob  Clovis,  a farmer  of  Battell  dis- 
trict, Monongahela  County,  married  first,  a Miss 
Santee,  and  to  them  was  born  one  son,  Andrew. 
His  second  marriage  was  to  Elizabeth  Chalfon, 
and  to  them  seven  children  were  bom,  as  fol- 
lows: Martin  J.,  Elijah  C.,  Robert  S.,  Benja- 
min F.,  Margaret,  Elzena  and  Matt.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Clovis  were  Methodists  in  their  religious 
beliefs.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lewis  Hennen  reared 
three  children,  namely:  Edward  C.,  the  special 
subject  of  this  sketch;  Everett  S'.,  who  died 
November  10,  1897 ; and  Elizabeth  Ona,  wife  of 
A.  G.  Henderson,  of  Cadiz  Township.  The  par- 
ents were  members  of  the  Methodist  Church. 

Educated  in  the  district  schools  of  Monon- 
gahela County,  West  Virginia,  Edward  C.  Hen- 
nen acquired  a thorough  knowledge  of  agricul- 
ture while  working  with  his  father,  and  for 
many  years  was  actively  employed  in  agricul- 
tural pursuits  in  his  native  county.  Desirous 
of  finding  better  opportunities  for  favorably  fol- 
lowing his  favorite  pursuit,  he  came  to  Harrison 
County,  Ohio,  in  1904,  locating  in  Cadiz  Town- 
ship, where  he  has  since  met  with  genuine  suc- 
cess as  a general  farmer  and  stock  raiser.  He 
has  a finely  improved  farm  of  seventy-eight 
acres,  and  in  its  management  displays  much 
ability  and  good  judgment,  each  year  adding 
improvements  and  increasing  its  value.  In  the 
winter  seasons  for  the  last  four  years  he  has 
successfully  operated  a coal  bank,  a paying 
proposition  thus  far. 

Mr.  Hennen  married  August  27,  1902,  Nevada 
Maple  a daughter  of  John  and  Catherine 
(Throckmorton)  Maple,  and  they  have  five  chil- 
dren, Lew  Roy,  Robert  M.,  Elizabeth  E.,  Mar- 
garet E.  and  Mildred  Lee.  Religiously  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Hennen  are  members  of  the  Cadiz  Meth- 
odist Church.  Fraternally  Mr.  Hennen  belongs 
to  Cadiz  Lodge  No.  130,  Independent  Order  of 
Odd  Fellows.  In  politics  he  is  a republican. 

Albert  Q.  Arbaugh,  the  present  postmaster 
of  the  village  of  Jewett,  Harrison  County,  has 
been  long  and  prominently  identified  with  busi- 
ness affairs  in  this  village,  is  a native  son  of 
the  county  and  has  the  distinction  of  being  a 
representative  of  one  of  its  sterling  pioneer 
families. 

Mr.  Arbaugh  was  bora  in  Rumley  Township, 
Harrison  County,  on  the  24th  of  December, 


1859,  and  is  a son  of  Levi  and  Elizabeth  (Reid) 
Arbaugh.  Levi  Arbaugh  likewise  was  born  and 
reared  In  Rumley  Township  the  d#te  of  his  na- 
tivity having  been  October  28,  1825.  He  re- 
ceived the  advantages  of  the  pioneer  schools, 
assisted  in  the  reclaiming  and  improving  of  his 
father’s  farm  and  eventually  became  one  of  the 
successful  and  representative  farmers  of  his 
native  township,  where  he  remained  until  his 
death,  at  the  venerable  age  of  seventy-four 
years.  He  was  a son  of  John  and  Rosanna 
(Wentz)  Arbaugh,  both  of  whom  were  born  and 
reared  in  Maryland,  where  their  marriage  was 
solemnized.  John  Arbaugh’s  father  was  Will- 
iam Arbaugh,  who  likewise  was  a native  of 
Maryland,  was  of  German  lineage  and  served 
as  a patriot  soldier  in  the  War  of  the  Revolu- 
tion. John  Arbaugh  and  his  wife  continued 
their  residence  in  Maryland  until  about  the 
year  1820,  when  they  came  to  Harrison  County, 
Ohio,  where  he  purchased  a pioneer  farm  of 
160  acres  in  Rumley  Township.  He  reclaimed 
this  land,  in  section  6,  into  a productive  farm, 
and  was  one  of  the  substantial  and  honored  pio- 
neer citizens  of  Rumley  Township  at  the  time 
of  his  death,  both  he  and  his  wife  having  been 
earnest  communicants  of  the  Lutheran  Church. 
Their  children  were  nine  in  number:  Sarah, 
Margaret,  Lovina,  Lydia,  John,  James,  Adam, 
Levi  and  Catherine. 

On  the  23d  of  December,  1858,  was  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  Levi  Arbaugh  to  Miss  Eliza- 
beth Reid,  daughter  of  Hugh  and  Margaret 
(Fulton)  Reid,  who  were  pioneer  settlers  in 
Archer  Township,  Harrison  County.  Hugh  Reid 
was  born  and  reared  in  Pennsylvania,  where  his 
marriage  to  Margaret  Fulton  was  solemnized  on 
the  6th  of  June,  1830.  His  father,  John  Reid, 
was  a native  of  Ireland,  whence  he  immigrated 
to  America  when  a young  man,  and  he  was  a 
resident  of  the  old  Keystone  State  at  the  time 
of  his  death.  Hugh  Reid  and  his  wife  con- 
tinued their  residence  in  Archer  Township  until 
their  deaths,  and  their  names  merit  preserva- 
tion on  the  roll  of  the  honored  pioneers  of  Har- 
rison County.  They  became  the  parents  of  six 
children,  whose  names  and  respective  dates  of 
birth  are  here  recorded : Elizabeth,  June  4, 

1831;  William.  March  30,  1834;  John,  May  1C, 
1836;  David  A.,  June  16,  1838;  and  Hugh  Nel- 
son and  Mary,  twins,  April  21,  1841. 

Levi  and  Elizabeth  (Reid)  Arbaugh  became 
the  parents  of  three  children : Albert  Q.,  the 
immediate  subject  of  this  sketch;  William  R., 
likewise  a resident  of  Jewett;  and  Henry  N., 
a prosperous  farmer  in  Rumley  Township.  Mrs. 
Elizabeth  Arbaugh,  a devoted  communicant  of 
the  Lutheran  Church,  was  summoned  to  eternal 
rest  in  1885,  and  in  April,  1889, .Levi  Arbaugh 
contracted  a second  marriage,  when  Miss  Louisa 
Hilbert,  of  Defiance  County,  became  his  wife. 
No  children  were  bora  of  this  union. 

Albert  Q.  Arbaugh  was  reared  on  the  old  home 
farm  and  gained  his  early  education  in  the  dis- 
trict schools  of  Rumley  Township.  Later  he 
completed  a course  in  the  Duff  Business  College 
in  the  city  of  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania,  and  on 
the  1st  of  January,  1885,  he  purchased  the  gen- 
eral merchandise  stock  and  store  of  B.  N.  Win- 
ings  at  Jewett,  and  also  became  postmaster, 
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serving  five  years.  In  1889  he  received  his  sec- 
ond appointment,  serving  over  four  years.  In 
1887  he  erected  a substantial  building  for  the 
accommodation  of  his  large  and  prosperous  mer- 
cantile business,  and  about  the  year  1894  he 
sold  the  stock  and  business  and  turned  his  at- 
tention to  the  insurance  business,  in  which  he 
has  since  continued,  though  the  major  part  of 
his  time  and  attention  is  required  in  connec- 
tion with  his  effective  service  as  postmaster  at 
Jewett,  a position  to  which  he  was  appointed  in 
August,  1915,  and  of  which  he  has  since  contin- 
ued the  incumbent.  In  1913  he  was  appointed 
county  superintendent  of  taxes,  in  which  office 
he  served  sixteen  months,  with  characteristic 
efficiency  and  acceptability.  He  owns  a 100-acre 
farm  adjoining  the  village  on  the  south,  and 
qualifies  as  a farmer  and  fruit  grower.  His 
political  allegiance  is  given  to  the  democratic 
party,  and  both  he  and  his  wife  hold  member- 
ship in  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  their  home 
village. 

On  Christmas  day  of  the  year  1883  was  sol- 
emnized the  marriage  of  Mr.  Arbaugh  to  Miss 
Margaret  A.  Spence,  who  was  born  at  Germano, 
this  county,  in  July,  1862,  a daughter  of  Henry 
and  Martha  (Aiken)  Spence,  of  whom  incidental 
mention  of  more  specific  order  is  made  in  con- 
nection with  other  personal  sketches  appearing 
in  this  work.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Arbaugh  have  four 
children:  Clara  E.  is  the  wife  of  Frank  B. 
Groves,  an  attorney  of  Cadiz,  Ohio,  and  they 
have  one  child,  John  F.  Martha  E.  is  the  wife 
of  Harry  M.  Mansfield,  Assistant  Real  Estate 
and  Claim  Agent  of  the  W.  & U.  E.  Railway  at 
Canton,  Ohio,  and  their  one  child  Is  a daugh- 
ter, Margaret  E.  Albert  Byron  is  an  attorney, 
in  practice  in  association  with  the  well-known 
law  firm  of  Herbruck  & Black  of  Canton,  Ohio. 
He  was  educated  in  the  Jewett  High  School  and 
at  Ohio  State  University.  Arthur  H.  is  with 
the  Labell  Iron  Company  of  Steubenville,  Ohio. 

Groroe  A.  Dunlap  is  making  in  his  native 
county  an  excellent  record  as  a representative 
of  the  pedagogic  profession,  and  is  at  the  time 
of  this  writing  superintendent  of  the  public 
schools  of  the  village  of  Jewett,  Harrison 
County,  where  his  academic  and  executive  abil- 
ity has  brought  exceptional  efficiency  in  all  de- 
partments of  the  school  work,  his  progressive 
policies  having  the  loyal  support  of  the  people 
of  the  community.  Mr.  Dunlap  was  born  in 
Cadiz  Township,  this  county,  and  is  a son  of 
John  A.  Dunlap,  of  whom  individual  record  is 
made  on  other  pages  of  this  volume,  so  that  a 
repetition  of  the  data  is  not  required  in  this 
connection. 

The  district  school  locally  known  as  the  Pike’s 
Peak  School  In  Cadiz  Township  afforded  to 
George  A.  Dunlap  his  preliminary  educational 
discipline,  and  thereafter  he  completed  a pre- 
paratory course  at  Franklin  College,  in  which 
institution  he  continued  his  studies  in  the  regu- 
lar academic  or  literary  department  until  his 
graduation  as  a member  of  the  class  of  1905. 
when  he  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  or 
Arts.  A year  after  his  graduation  he  became 
a member  of  the  corps  of  instructors  in  his  alma 
mater,  and  he  continued  his  successful  service 


a 8 a teacher  in  Franklin  College  for  three  years. 
During  the  ensuing  three  years  he  was  super- 
intendent of  the  village  schools  of  New  Athens, 
Harrison  County,  and  he  then  resumed  his  peda- 
gogic service  at  Franklin  College,  where  he  re- 
mained three  years.  The  following  three  years 
marked  his  efficient  service  as  superintendent 
of  the  public  schools  of  Hopedale,  Harrison 
County,  and  in  the  autumn  of  1918  he  accepted 
his  present  position  in  which  his  administration 
has  proved  most  effective  and  popular.  He  has 
high  standing  as  one  of  the  enthusiastic  and 
successful  representatives  of  his  profession  in 
his  native  county,  he  is  a republican  In  politi- 
cal allegiance,  both  he  and  his  wife  are  active 
members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  their 
home  village,  and  he  is  affiliated  with  the  lodge 
of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  at  Cadiz,  the 
while  both  he  and  his  wife  maintain  member- 
ship In  the  chapter  of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern 
Star  at  Scio. 

On  the  24th  of  January,  1908,  was  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  Mr.  Dunlap  to  Miss  Anna  D. 
Dickerson,  who  likewise  was  bom  and  reared 
In  Harrison  County  and  who  is  a representative 
of  one  of  the  honored  and  influential  pioneer 
families  of  this  county,  she  being  a daughter 
of  Dr.  Albert  and  Ella  (Dickerson)  Dickerson. 
Doctor  Dickerson  died  in  1903,  and  his  widow 
married  J.  F.  Adams  and  residents  of  Stock 
Township,  Harrison  County.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Dun- 
lap have  a winsome  little  daughter,  Vivian  M., 
who  was  bom  February  26,  1909. 

Frank  M.  Smith.  While  Frank  M.  Smith  was 
bora  August  22,  1864,  in  Stock  Township,  he  Is 
able  to  trace  his  direct  lineage  to  Daniel  Smith, 
who  was  bora  in  Maryland  in  1774,  afterward 
living  in  Pennsylvania  and  coming  to  Jefferson 
County,  Ohio,  In  1818,  and  three  years  later  lo- 
cating in  Stock  Township,  Harrison  County.  He 
married  Elizabeth  Perlgo,  and  their  children 
were:  William,  Job,  Marie,  Harriet,  Millie, 

James,  Joel,  Jesse,  Nathan  and  John.  When 
Daniel  Smith  came  to  Stock  Township  he  en- 
tered a section  of  land,  and  with  the  help  of 
his  sons  he  improved  it.  He  was  a life-long 
democrat  and  an  early  day  member  of  the  Meth- 
odist Church,  which  he  helped  organize  in  the 
community.  He  died  July  14,  1856,  and  his  was 
the  first  grave  in  Pleasant  Valley  Cemetery. 

It  is  through  the  oldest  son,  William,  that 
F.  M.  Smith  is  descended,  and  while  the  educa- 
tional advantages  of  William  Smith  were  lim- 
ited to  fifteen  days  in  school,  he  applied  him- 
self diligently  to  a course  of  self-instruction, 
finally  becoming  one  of  the  best  informed  men 
in  his  community.  On  August  31,  1826,  he  mar- 
ried Margaret,  a daughter  of  Richard  Parker, 
who  was  an  early  settler  in  Stock  Township. 
Their  children  are:  James,  Harriet,  Sina, 

Richard.  Daniel,  Margaret.  David,  Hannah  and 
Simeon — Hannah  and  Simeon  being  twins. 
While  the  ancestry  had  been  democratic,  Will- 
iam Smith  was  a republican,  although  he  never 
sought  political  preferment. 

The  son  Richard  P.  Smith,  who  died  Febru- 
ary 17,  1907,  w’as  the  father  of  F.  M.  Smith. 
He  was  born  July  20,  1832,  and  while  he  had  a 
common  school  education  he  was  always  con- 
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sidered  a well  informed  man,  making  a spe- 
cialty of  mathematics.  He  was  always  a farmer 
in  Stock  Township.  On  November  2,  1853,  he 
married  Mary  Jane,  a daughter  of  Samuel  6. 
Miller.  She  was  born  April  16,  1834,  and  died 
February  20,  1910.  Her  father  came  from  Lan- 
caster County,  Pennsylvania,  as  a young  man 
to  Harrison  County.  In  his  early  life  Mr.  Miller 
was  a miller,  but  after  coming  to  Harrison 
County  he  became  a farmer.  The  children  in 
the  Miller  family  were:  John,  Mary  Jane,  Eliz- 
abeth, Margaret  and  William.  The  parents  were 
members  of  the  German  Lutheran  Church,  but 
later  Mr.  Miller  became  a member  of  the  Han- 
over Presbyterian  Church  and  his  children  be- 
came Methodists. 

The  children  born  to  Richard  P.  Smith  are: 
Samantha  E.,  John  M.,  Jason  B.,  Frank  M.  and 
Emmett  E.  Smith.  In  his  generation  Richard 
P.  Smith  reverted  back  to  the  democratic  party, 
although  his  father  was  a republican.  He 
served  the  community  as  township  trustee, 
treasurer  and  assessor,  and  it  was  his  pleas- 
ure to  give  to  his  children  a common  school 
education  and  to  have  one  son  become  a doctor 
of  medicine. 

Frank  M.  Smith  attended  Sclo  College,  and 
for  five  years  was  a teacher  in  the  public 
schools  of  Stock  Township.  He  is  a farmer  and 
stockman  today,  with  sheep  as  his  specialty. 

On  September  16,  1896,  Mr.  Smith  married 
Violet  Hastings,  who  is  a native  of  Guernsey 
County.  She  is  a daughter  of  the  Rev.  Joseph 
and  Eliza  Jane  (Ripley)  Hastings,  the  mother 
a daughter  of  Andrew  Stephen  Ripley.  Rev. 
Joseph  Hastings  was  a Methodist  Protestant 
minister  of  Guernsey  County.  He  attended  the 
seminary  at  Antrim,  and  was  in  the  ministry 
many  years.  He  died  in  1906.  and  Mrs.  Hast- 
ings now  lives  in  the  home  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Smith.  The  children  in  the  Hastings  family 
are:  Adolph,  Violet,  Carrie  and  Veda.  The 

grandfather,  James  Hastings,  came  from  Ire- 
land. He  married  a Scotch  woman,  Mrs.  Sarah 
Johnson,  whose  maiden  name  was  Story.  He 
met  her  in  Philadelphia.  They  came  from 
Philadelphia  to  Guernsey  County  in  a wagon, 
and  they  were  among  the  pioneers  of  that  com- 
munity. Their  children  were : George,  John, 
Margaret,  Sarah  Jane,  Joseph  and  William. 

The  children  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Smith  are: 
Arthur  H.  Smith,  a graduate  of  the  Cadiz  High 
School  and  a student  in  Ohio  State  University 
in  Columbus,  and  Donald  M.  Smith,  a student 
In  the  Cadiz  High  School.  The  family  are 
members  of  the  pleasant  Valley  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church,  and  for  a full  century  the  im- 
mediate circle  of  Stnith  relatives  have  been  in 
the  community  there. 

J.  Allen  Smith,  of  Green  Township,  has 
gained  an  enviable  reputation  as  a successful 
breeder  of  Shorthorn  cattle  and  he  Is  also  rec- 
ognized as  one  of  the  progressive  farmers  of 
Harrison  County.  He  was  born  in  Jefferson 
County,  Ohio,  May  7,  1859,  a son  of  John  V. 
and  Ann  (Thompson)  Smith,  and  grandson  of 
James  Smith.  James  Smith  married  a Miss 
Rankin,  and  they  had  the  following  children : 


Hugh,  William  K.,  John  V.  In  religious  faith 
he  and  his  wife  were  Presbyterians. 

Losing  his  father  when  he  was  a lad,  John  V. 
Smith  was  taken  by  an  uncle  to  Pennsylvania, 
and  there  reared,  but  after  he  reached  man- 
hood’s estate  he  returned  to  his  native  state  of 
Ohio,  and  spent  the  remainder  of  his  life  in 
S'mithfleld  Township,  Jefferson  County,  Ohio, 
developing  into  an  extensive  farmer  and 
breeder  of  blooded  Shorthorn  cattle.  He  and 
his  wife  had  the  following  children  :•  J.  Allen’, 
Melvin  T.,  Laura  Esther  and  Oren.  The  Beech 
Spring  Presbyterian  Church  held  the  member- 
ship of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  V.  Smith. 

Mrs.  John  V.  Smith  was  bora  in  Jefferson 
County,  Ohio,  a daughter  of  John  and  Esther 
(Francis)  Thompson.  John  Thompson  w*as  a 
farmer  of  Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  for  a number 
of  years,  but  later  moved  to  Illinois,  where  his 
death  occurred.  The  children  of  John  Thomp- 
son and  his  estimable  wife  were  as  follows: 
Hugh,  Ann,  James,  Elizabeth,  Amanda,  Ella, 
Margaret,  William  and  Alexander.  The  Thomp- 
son family  belonged  to  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church. 

J.  Allen  Smith  attended  the  district  schools  of 
his  neighborhood,  and  when  he  had  attained  to 
his  majority  he  began  farming  on  his  own  ac- 
count on  the  homestead  in  Jefferson  County, 
but  following  his  marriage  he  moved  to  an  ad- 
joining farm.  Still  later  he  moved  to  Green 
Township  Harrison  County,  and  in  1910  bought 
the  farm  which  is  known  as  the  “Wabash  Stock 
Farm,”  which  he  sold  in  September,  1920,  to  the 
Hudson  Coal  Co.  Mr.  Smith,  like  his  father  and 
grandfather,  has  always  been  a breeder  of 
blooded  Shorthorn  cattle,  and  had  about  twenty- 
five  head  of  registered  stock,  which  he  sold  when 
he  disposed  of  his  farm. 

On  December  21,  1882,  Mr.  Smith  was  united 
in  marriage  with  Violet  J.  Eagleson,  a daugh- 
ter of  Andrew  and  Sarah  M.  (Simpson)  Eagle- 
son.  Mrs.  Smith  died  April  6,  1919,  leaving  two 
children : Everett  E.,  who  married  Elsie  Black 
and  has  one  son,  Chester  Allen;  and  John  W. 

Andrew  Eagleson,  father  of  the  late  Mrs. 
Smith,  was  bora  in  Harrison  County,  Ohio, 
January  21,  1830,  and  his  wife  was  bora  in  the 
same  county,  a daughter  of  James  and  Violet 
(Scott)  Simpson.  The  grandfather,  Henry  Ea- 
gleson, was  a farmer  and  miller  of  Green  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County,  Ohio,  who  married  Eliza 
Host,  and  their  children  were  as  follows:  Alex- 
ander, William,  Dool,  Andrew,  Elizabeth, 
Amanda  and  Jane. 

Andrew  Eagleson  was  engaged  in  farming  in 
Illinois  for  a short  time,  and  was  living  there 
when  he  died.  December  4.  1862.  Mrs.  Eagle- 
son and  the  children  returned  to  Green  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County.  Ohio,  in  about  1863,  and 
there  Mrs.  Smith  was  reared.  She  was  the 
eldest  of  her  parents’  children  and  was  bora 
in  Harrison  County,  Ohio.  The  other  children 
are:  William  S.  and  James  Elmer,  who  were 
born  in  Illinois.  The  Eaglesons  were  also  Pres- 
byterians. Mrs.  Smith’s  death  was  a blow  not 
only  to  her  family  but  her  neighborhood,  for 
she  was  a lady  of  beautiful,  Christian  charac- 
ter, and  she  left  many  warm,  personal  friends 
to  mourn  her  untimely  loss. 
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Jeremiah  J.  Arbaugh  made  an  enviable  rec- 
ord of  successful  achievement  in  connection  with 
farm  industry  in  North  Township,  Harrison 
County,  where  he  remained  on  his  well  improved 
farm  of  120  acres  until  the  spring  of  1920.  He 
then  removed  to  the  village  of  Scio,  where  he 
is  now  living  virtually  retired,  although  still 
retaining  ownership  of  his  farm,  the  excellent 
buildings  and  other  improvements  of  which  were 
installed  by  him. 

Mr.  Arbaugh  was  born  in  Rumley  Township, 
this  county,  July  15,  1850,  and  is  a son  of  Will- 
iam and  Anna  (Gotschall)  Arbaugh,  the  former 
of  whom  was  born  in  North  Township  and  the 
latter  in  Rumley  Township,  both  families  hav- 
ing settled  in  Harrison  County  in  the  early  pio- 
neer days.  Mrs.  Anna  Arbaugh  was  a sister  of 
the  father  of  C.  W.  Gotschall,  in  whose  personal 
sketch,  on  other  pages,  is  given  adequate  record 
concerning  the  family.  Daniel  Arbaugh,  grand- 
father of  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  became  one 
of  .the  pioneer  farmers  and  substantial  citizens 
of  North  Township,  where  he  remained  until 
his  death,  both  he  and  his  wife  having  been  ear- 
nest communicants  of  the  Lutheran  Church. 
They  became  the  parents  of  nine  children, 
namely : Edward,  David,  Jacob,  William,  Daniel, 
John,  Rachel,  Malinda  and  Elizabeth.  William 
Arbaugh  became  a skilled  workman  at  the  trade 
of  stone-mason,  and  he  likewise  became  one  of 
the  successful  farmers  of  Rumley  Township, 
where  he  and  his  wife  maintained  their  home 
until  their  deaths,  when  well  advanced  in  years, 
both  having  been  zealous  communicants  of  the 
Lutheran  Church.  They  became  the  parents 
of  ten  children:  Joshua,  Christina,  Jeremiah 
J.,  Mary  Matilda,  William  S.,  Samuel,  Margaret, 
Emma,  Anna  and  Oscar  M. 

Jeremiah  J.  Arbaugh  gained  his  early  educa- 
tion in  the  schools  of  Rumley  Township,  where 
he  continued  to  aid  in  the  work  of  the  old  home 
farm  until  he  married  and  initiated  his  inde- 
pendent career  as  a farmer  in  Rumley  Town- 
ship in  1872.  There  he  remained  eight  years, 
at  the  expiration  of  which  he  established  his 
home  on  the  farm  which  he  now  owns  in  North 
Township,  and  on  which  he  continued  his  vigor- 
ous and  successful  enterprise  as  an  agriculturist 
and  stock-grower  until  his  removal  to  Scio  in 
the  spring  of  1920.  He  is  a republican  in  poli- 
tics, and  he  and  his  wife  hold  membership  in 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

April  18,  1872,  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Arbaugh  to  Miss  Mary  E.  Markley,  who  was 
born  in  Rumley  Township  and  is  a representa- 
tive of  one  of  the  old  and  honored  pioneer  fami- 
lies of  Harrison  County.  She  is  a daughter  of 
Mathias  and  Rebecca  (Stevens)  Markley,  both 
of  whom  were  born  and  reared  in  this  county, 
where  the  father  became  one  of  the  substantial 
farmers  of  Rumley  Township,  which  continued 
his  place  of  residence  until  his  death.  The 
names  of  the  children  of  his  first  marriage  are 
here  recorded : Catherine  Elizabeth,  Mary  El- 

len, Eliza  Ann  and  Henrietta  Jane.  After  the 
death  of  his  first  wife  he  married  Sarah  Jane 
Shambaugh,  and  they  became  the  parents  of 
seven  children:  George,  Clara,  William,  Mar- 
garet, Daisy,  Sadie  and  Myrtle.  Mr.  Markley 
and  both  his  first  and  his  second  wives  were 


consistent  communicants  of  the  Lutheran 
Church. 

Mathias  Markley  was  a son  of  Daniel  and 
Catherine  (Everhart)  Markley,  and  a grandson 
of  Mathias  and  Catherine  (Arnold)  Markley, 
who  were  born  in  Somerset  County,  Pennsyl- 
vania, and  who  came  from  the  old  Keystone 
State  to  Ohio  and  settled  in  German  Township, 
Harrison  County,  in  1806.  Mr.  Markley  obtained 
from  the  government  320  acres  of  wild  land, 
and  in  the  passing  years  he  here  developed  a 
productive  farm.  Finally  he  removed  to  Holmes 
County,  and  there  his  death  occurred  about 
1845.  Daniel  Markley  was  born  in  Somerset 
County,  Pennsylvania,  in  1796,  and  thus  was  a 
lad  of  about  ten  years  at  the  time  of  the  family 
removal  to  Ohio,  where  he  was  reared  on  the 
pioneer  farm  in  Harrison  County.  He  became 
a prosperous  farmer  in  Rumley  Township,  where 
his  death  occurred  in  1842.  His  children  were: 
David,  John,  Mathias,  Mary,  Eva  A.,  Sarah  and 
Elizabeth. 

To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Arbaugh  have  been  born  six 
children:  Samuel  E.,  who  resides  on  the  old 
farm  in  North  Township,  married  Miss  Anna 
Hilbert,  and  they  have  four  children,  Hilbert, 
Raymond  J.,  Ralph  and  Dwight  L.  Linwood 
M.  wedded  Miss  Nannie  Hammill,  and  they  re- 
side in  the  city  of  Passaic,  New  Jersey.  Win- 
netta  Adella  is  the  wife  of  Edward  Finnicum, 
of  Harrison  County,  and  they  have  two  chil- 
dren, Mildred  May  and  Mary  Margaret.  Anna 
Blanche  is  the  wife  of  Ralph  English,  a farmer 
in  North  Township,  and  they  have  two  children, 
Pearl  and  Nannie  Adella.  Jesse  W.,  who  re- 
sides in  the  village  of  Scio,  Harrison  County, 
married  Miss  Carrie  Hammill,  and  their  four 
children  are  William  Merle,  Mabel  Ellen,  Doro- 
thy and  Sarah  June.  Roy,  the  youngest  of  the 
children  of  J.  J.  Arbaugh  and  wife,  died  at  the 
age  of  four  years. 

William  E.  Cbamblett.  An  extensive  land- 
holder, and  one  of  the  leading  agriculturists  of 
Stock  Township,  Harrison  County,  William  E. 
Cramblett  is  conspicuously  identified  with  one 
of  the  more  important  industries  of  the  United 
States,  the  material  wealth  of  our  great  country 
being  largely  dependent  upon  the  quality  and 
quantity  of  the  crops  annually  produced  by  the 
industrious  and  intelligent  farmer.  He  is  a na- 
tive born  citizen,  his  birth  having  occurred  De- 
cember 24,  1861,  on  the  farm  of  his  father,  the 
late  Thomas  Cramblett. 

John  Cramblett,  grandfather  of  William  E., 
was  born  and  reared  in  Ireland.  Immigrating  to 
the  United  States  in  early  life,  he  located  first 
in  Maryland,  where  he  was  engaged  in  mechan- 
ical pursuits  for  a number  of  years.  Following 
the  tide  of  migration  to  Ohio,  he  took  up  land 
in  Stock  Township,  Harrison  County,  in  pio- 
neer days,  as  early  as  1843,  and  thereafter  was 
engaged  in  tilling  the  soil  until  his  death.  To 
him  and  his  wife,  whose  maiden  name  was  Mar- 
garet Gladman,  six  children  were  born,  Jacob, 
Joseph.  Thomas,  Rachel  Ann,  Ellen  and 
Margaret. 

Thomas  Cramblett,  a native  of  Maryland,  came 
with  his  parents  to  Stock  Township  when  young, 
and  performed  his  full  share  of  clearing  and 
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improving  the  parental  homestead.  Being  reared 
to  agricultural  pursuits,  he  naturally  adopted 
farming  as  his  occupation,  and  made  a specialty 
of  stock  raising.  A lover  of  sheep,  he  took  an 
especial  pride  In  the  growing  of  sheep,  his  fa- 
vorite breed  having  been  the  Black  Top,  his 
flock  containing  registered  rams  and  ewes.  He 
met  with  excellent  success  in  his  undertakings, 
and  continued  as  a farmer  until  his  death,  No- 
vember 24,  1914.  He  married  Hannah,  a daugh- 
ter of  William  Mallernee,  a pioneer  farmer  of 
Stock  Township,  who  reared  four  other  chil- 
dren, Ezra,  William,  Henry  and  Lydia.  He 
subsequently  moved  to  Freeport  Township,  in 
which  the  closing  years  of  his  life  were  spent. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Thomas  Cramblett  were  the  par- 
ents of  eight  children,  os  follows:  William  E., 
the  special  subject  of  this  brief  sketch ; Amanda, 
deceased,  was  the  wife  of  Robert  Mallernee; 
Otis;  Joel;  Burton  died  in  early  manhood; 
Mary;  David;  and  Addie.  Both  parents  were 
members  of  the  Christian  Church,  and  gener- 
ous contributors  towards  its  support. 

Having  obtained  a good  common  school  edu- 
cation in  the  rural  schools  of  Franklin  Town- 
ship. William  E.  Cramblett  began  farming  on 
his  own  account  in  Stock  Township.  A young 
man  of  push  and  energy,  diligent  in  his  labors, 
he  spared  no  efforts  to  make  a success  of  any- 
thing which  he  undertook,  and  it  is  not  at  all 
surprising  to  learn  that  he  became  very  pros- 
perous in  his  agricultural  career.  In  addition 
to  owning  his  home  farm  of  177*6  acres,  he 
also  owns  a nearby  farm  of  ninety-four  acres, 
likewise  having  a good  farm  of  eighty  acres  in 
another  part  of  the  township.  He  carries  on 
general  farming,  and  as  a stock  raiser  is  a 
breeder  of  thoroughbred  Black  Top  sheep,  hav- 
ing some  registered  sheep  in  his  flock. 

On  April  9.  1886,  Mr.  Cramblett  was  united 
in  marriage  with  Martha  Smith,  a daughter  of 
John  P.  and  Hannah  (Welsh)  Smith,  and  a 
sister  of  N.  A.  Smith,  of  whom  a brief  account 
is  given  elsewhere  in  this  volume.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Cramblett  have  two  children,  Carl  S.,  a farmer 
in  Stock  Township,  married  Olive  Fulton,  and 
they  had  one  child,  Velma,  who  died  on  March 
6,  1920.  John  T.,  also  engaged  in  farming  in 
this  township,  married  Hazel  Mason,  and  has 
one  child.  Merle  Eugene.  Actively  interested  in 
anything  pertaining  to  the  welfare  of  the  com- 
munity in  which  he  resides,  Mr.  Cramblett  has 
never  shirked  the  responsibility  of  public  of- 
fice, but  for  six  years  served  as  a trustee  of 
Stock  Township,  and  for  fourteen  years  was  a 
member  of  the  local  school  board.  Religiously 
l»oth  he  and  his  wife  are  valued  members  of 
the  Pleasant  Valley  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

Emmett  E.  Smith,  of  Stock  Township,  was 
born  December  2,  1869,  and  has  always  lived 
In  the  place  where  he  now  resides.  He  is  a 
son  of  Richard  P.  Smith,  and  the  family 
history  has  already  been  related  in  the  sketch 
of  his  brother,  Frank  M.  Smith.  He  had  com- 
mon school  advantages  and  he  has  always  been 
a nature  student,  making  a special  study  of  the 
birds  of  Harrison  County.  For  a number  of 
years  he  has  owned  the  old  Smith  family  home- 
stead, and  the  birds  are  encouraged  to  nest  and 


rear  their  young  on  the  premises.  The  home  of 
Mr.  Smith  is  almost  an  aviary. 

For  ten  years  he  made  annual  reports  to  the 
United  States  Government  on  the  springs  and 
fall  migration  of  the  birds  of  Ohio  and  those 
that  fly  across  the  country.  He  has  a rare  col- 
lection of  more  than  sixty  different  kinds  of 
bird  eggs,  and  he  is  so  familiar  with  the  differ- 
ent species  that  at  a glance  he  can  classify 
them.  When  he  sees  an  egg  he  knows  the  kind 
of  bird  that  laid  it.  He  is  an  authority  on  birds 
and  is  a close  reader  on  all  nature  subjects. 
Mr.  Smith  has  a well  selected  library. 

Birth,  marriage  and  death  are  said  to  come 
to  all  men,  but  Mr.  Smith  has  indefinitely  post- 
poned the  latter  two  ordeals,  and  as  a citizen 
of  the  community  he  is  engaged  in  general  farm- 
ing and  livestock  business  and  for  three  years 
he  has  been  trustee  of  Stock  Township,  and  is 
at  present  the  township  treasurer.  As  a natur- 
alist Mr.  Smith  is  a source  of  general  informa- 
tion in  the  community. 

Dennis  Owen  McDevitt.  The  McDevltt  fam- 
ily as  represented  by  Dennis  Owen  McDevitt  of 
Stock  Township  has  long  been  identified  with  the 
history  of  Harrison  County.  He  was  born  Feb- 
ruary 9,  1868,  in  Stock  Township,  and  he  has 
always  lived  there.  His  father,  John  W.  Mc- 
Devitt, was  born  March  19,  1836,  in  North 
Township,  and  the  mother,  Elizabeth  (Evans) 
McDevitt.  was  born  April  16,  1846,  in  the  same 
community.  She  was  a daughter  of  James  and 
Elizabeth  (Simpson)  Evans  and  she  became  the 
wife  of  J.  W.  McDevitt  April  12,  1866,  in  North 
Township.  The  maternal  grandfather,  James 
Evans,  Sr.,  was  a pioneer  in  that  community. 
The  children  in  the  Evans  family  were;  Will- 
iam, Margaret,  Mary,  Rebecca,  Jane,  Ezekiel, 
David,  John  W.,  Sarah,  and  Elizabeth  (Mrs. 
McDevitt).  The  Evans  family  were  members 
of  the  Methodist  Church. 

'In  the  McDevitt  ancestry  the  grandfather, 
George  McDevitt,  came  from  Pennsylvania  to 
Harrison  County.  He  was  a pioneer  in  North 
Township.  He  married  Mrs.  Susan  Scott,  whose 
maiden  name  was  Rutlidge.  Of  their  children 
Mary,  Martha  and  Samuel  all  died  in  child- 
hood. The  others  are:  Eliza,  Thurzey.  John, 
Thomas  and  Lyle.  As  a young  man  the  son 
John  W.  McDevitt,  father  of  D.  O.  McDevitt, 
began  farm  activities  in  North  Township,  but 
after  his  marriage  he  located  in  Stock  Town- 
ship, near  Mount  Hope  Church,  and  in  1879  he 
moved  to  the  farm  where  D.  O.  McDevitt  lives 
todhy.  He  remained  on  the  farm  until  October, 
1918,  when  he  moved  to  Scio,  and  he  died  there 
the  last  day  of  December,  following.  His  wife 
died  April  26,  1911,  while  the  family  lived  at 
the  old  homestead. 

For  six  years  J.  W.  McDevitt  was  a member 
of  the  Harrison  County  Infirmary  Board  of 
Directors,  and  he  gave  much  attention  to  the 
needs  of  the  unfortunates  of  the  community. 
The  McDevitt  family  was  long  identified  with 
Pleasant  Valley  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
and  they  were  always  abreast  of  moral  ques- 
tions. Besides  the  son  Dennis  Owen  McDevitt, 
there  is  a daughter,  Laura,  widow  of  Elmer 
I-aw.  Slie  lives  in  Scio.  Since  his  young  man- 
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hood  D.  O.  McDevItt  has  always  farmed  the 
old  homestead  in  Stock  Township.  He  is  en- 
gaged in  general  farming  combined  with  the 
livestock  business,  and  owns  300  acres  of  land 
in  Stock  and  Franklin  townships. 

On  March  15,  1803,  D.  O.  McDevitt  married 
Margaret  Smith.  She  is  a daughter  of  Daniel 
and  Elizabeth  (Johnson)  Smith,  the  father  be- 
ing born  November  20,  1834,  In  Stock  Township. 
He  married  Elizabeth  Johnson  January  26,  1865. 
She  was  a daughter  of  Samuel  R.  Johnson.  The 
children  in  the  Smith  family  were:  Loman  J., 

Della  F.,  Margaret  R.  (Mrs.  McDevitt),  William 
E.  and  Samuel  H.  Smith.  Mr.  Smith  owned  a 
well  improved  farm  in  Stock  township,  and  the 
family  were  members  of  the  Methodist  Church 
at  Pleasant  Valley. 

A son  and  two  daughters  have  been  born  to 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  D.  O.  McDevitt.  They  are:  Ho- 
mer Smith,  Mary  and  Ruth.  Homer  Smith  Mc- 
Devitt died  April  2,  1921,  aged  twenty-five  years. 
On  July  31,  1895,  he  married  Lydia  Cole.  He 
had  one  daughter,  Eileen  Marie.  He  was  asso- 
ciated in  farming  with  his  father. 

John  K.  Spence  Is  president  of  the  Spence- 
Roberts  Company,  which  has  developed  at  Jew- 
ett, Harrison  County,  a remarkably  large  and 
flourishing  mercantile  business  in  the  handling 
of  dry  goods,  clothing,  carpets,  rugs,  draperies, 
women’s  apparel  and  kindred  lines.  The  at- 
tractively appointed  establishment  of  the  com- 
pany is  metropolitan  In  equipment  and  service 
and  contributes  definitely  to  the  commercial 
prestige  of  Harrison  County. 

John  K.  Spence  was  born  at  Kilgore,  Loudon 
Township,  Carroll  County,  Ohio,  on  the  1st  of 
February,  1853,  and  is  a son  of  Henry  and 
Martha  (Aiken)  Spence,  the  latter  having  been 
a daughter  of  James  Aiken.  Sr.,  who  was  born 
In  Pennsylvania  and  who  became  a pioneer  set- 
tler in  German  Township,  Harrison  County, 
Ohio,  where  he  established  his  home  in  the  year 
1826.  He  followed  the  carpenter’s  trade  many 
years  and  was  a resident  of  Jewett,  this  county, 
at  the  time  of  his  death  in  1885,  his  wife,  whose 
maiden  name  was  Scott,  having  died  in  1867, 
and  their  children  having  been  seven  in  num- 
ber. After  the  death  of  his  first  wife  Henry 
Spence  contracted  a second  marriage,  and  con- 
cerning him  more  definite  record  is  given  on 
other  pages  of  this  work.  In  the  sketch  of  Dr. 
Walter  S.  Spence,  a son  of  the  second  marriage. 

In  the  district  schools  of  Carroll  County  John 
K.  Spence  acquired  his  early  education  and  as 
a young  man  he  became-  associated  with  his 
father  in  the  general  merchandise  business  at 
Germano,  Harrison  County.  There  he  contin- 
ued his  activities  as  a merchant  until  1898. 
when  he  established  himself  in  the  mercantile 
business  at  Jewett,  where  he  has  since  continued 
as  one  of  the  leading  merchants  and  influential 
citizens  of  the  community.  In  1905  he  admitted 
William  E.  Roberts  to  partnership  in  the  busi- 
ness, and  on  the  1st  of  March  1911.  the  enter- 
prise was  incorporated  under  the  present  title 
of  the  Spence- Roberts  Company.  Mr.  Spence 
having  continued  as  president  and  Mr.  Roberts 
as  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  company. 


Mr.  Spence  married  Miss  Harriet  E.  Abbott, 
and  she  passed  to  the  life  eternal  in  the  autumn 
of  1918,  being  survived  by  three  children,  Charles 
H.,  Grace  and  Jennie.  Grace  is  the  wife  of  Otto 
Elliott,  and  they  have  one  child,  Maxine  V. 
Jennie  is  the  wife  of  Charles  H.  Thompson. 

James  R.  Creighton  is  still  identified  with 
farm  industry  In  his  native  county,  though  the 
major  part  of  his  present  homestead,  which 
originally  comprised  140  acres,  has  been  by  him 
platted  Into  town  lots  in  the  village  of  Mal- 
vern, to  which  he  has  thus  laid  out  three  addi- 
tions. For  farm  purposes  he  still  retains  thirty 
acres,  and  he- is  one  of  the  substantial  and  pro- 
gressive citizens  of  Carroll  County. 

James  Ross  Creighton  was  born  in  Brown 
Township,  this  county,  October  6,  1851,  and  is 
a son  of  Thomas  M.  and  Mary  A.  (Ross) 
Creighton,  the  former  of  whom  was  born  on  a 
pioneer  farm  north  of  Waynesburg,  Stark 
County.  Ohio,  in  1826,  and  the  latter  was  born 
in  Allegheny  County,  Pennsylvania,  in  1825. 
Thomas  M.  Creighton  was  a son  of  James  and 
Annie  (Creighton)  Creighton,  the  former  of 
whom  was  born  in  Ireland  and  the  latter  was 
born  on  the  sailing  vessel  “Minerva”  on  which 
her  parents  had  taken  passage  from  Ireland  to 
America.  Both  the  Creighton  and  Ross  fami- 
lies trace  their  lineage  back  to  staunch  Scotch 
origin.  James  Creighton  was  a child  at  the  time 
of  the  family  immigration  to  America,  and  his 
father,  Patrick  Creighton,  established  a home 
in  Stark  County,  Ohio,  where  he  became  a pio- 
neer farmer  and  where  he  and  his  wife  passed 
the  remainder  of  their  lives.  James  Creighton 
was  reared  in  Stark  County,  under  the  condi- 
tions of  the  pioneer  days,  and  there  he  con- 
tinued as  an  exponent  of  farm  enterprise 
throughout  his  entire  active  career,  both  he 
and  his  wife  having  been  residents  of  that 
county  at  the  time  of  their  deaths. 

Thomas  M.  Creighton  passed  the  period  of 
his  childhood  and  early  youth  on  the  old  home 
farm  in  Stark  County,  and  his  educational  ad- 
vantages were  those  of  the  common  schools  of 
the  locality  and  period,  he  having  become  spe- 
cially proficient  as  a mathematician.  He  re- 
mained in  Stark  County  until  1849,  when  he 
purchased  a farm  in  Brown  Township.  Carroll 
County,  where  the  family  home  was  maintained 
for  the  ensuing  ten  yeans.  He  then  went  to 
Iowa,  with  the  intention  of  securing  land  in 
that  state,  but  after  an  absence  of  about  one 
year  he  returned  to  Ohio  and  settled  in  Co- 
lumbiana County.  Five  years  later  he  again 
came  with  his  family  to  Carroll  County  and  re- 
sumed his  acvities  as  a farmer  in  Brown  Town- 
ship. where  he  purchased  land  and  became  one 
of  the  county’s  successful  agriculturists  and 
stock-growers,  as  well  as  a citizen  of  prominence 
and  influence  in  his  community.  He  served 
nine  years  as  county  commissioner  and  was  one 
of  the  active  and  prominent  workers  in  the 
ranks  of  the  republican  party  in  Carroll 
County.  Both  he  and  his  wife  were  earnest 
members  of  the  Christian  Church.  His  death 
occurred  in  1895  and  his  widow  passed  awav 
in  1902. 
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James  R.  Creighton,  the  immediate  subject  of 
this  review,  gained  his  early  education  prin- 
cipally in  the  public  schools  of  Columbiana  and 
Carroll  counties,  in  which  latter  county  he  con- 
tinued his  association  with  farm  industry  until 
he  was  thirty  years  of  age,  when  he  purchased 
and  removal  to  a farm  in  Warren  County,  Iowa, 
where  he  remained  for  fifteen  years  and  met 
with  success  as  one  of  the  vigorous  agricultur- 
ists of  the  Hawkeye  state.  At  the  expiration  of 
the  period  noted  he  sold  his  property  in  Iowa 
and  returned  to  Carroll  County,  where  he  pur- 
chased 140  acres  of  land  lying  contiguous  to 
the  village  of  Malvern.  He  has  laid  out  from 
this  land  three  additions  to  the  village,  and 
much  of  the  property  is  now  improved  with 
good  houses.  In  this  way  he  has  contributed 
definitely  to  the  advancement  and  upbuilding 
of  Malvern,  and  he  still  finds  satisfaction  in 
supervising  the  operations  of  his  farm,  which 
is  now  of  modest  area  but  which  Is  specially 
well  improved.  Mr.  Creighton  is  a stalwart 
supporter  of  the  cause  of  the  republican  party, 
but  has  had  no  desire  for  public  office.  Both 
he  and  his  wife  are  active  members  of  the 
Christian  Church  at  Malvern,  and  in  the  com- 
munity their  circle  of  friends  is  limited  only 
by  that  of  their  acquaintances. 

On  the  21st  of  November,  1878,  was  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  Mr.  Creighton  to  Miss  Mary 
Reed,  who  was  bom  in  Brown  Township,  this 
county,  May  7,  1854,  a daughter  of  James  and 
Mary  (Ayers)  Reed  and  a representative  of 
one  of  the  oldest  and  best  known  pioneer  fami- 
lies of  Carroll  County.  James  Reed  was  a son 
of  James,  Sr.,  who  was  a son  of  John  Reed, 
the  founder  of  the  family  in  Brown  Township, 
where  he  settled  in  the  early  pioneer  period. 
James  Reed,  Sr.,  was  the  father  of  six  children : 
Abraham,  Washington,  Joseph,  Mary,  Drusilla 
and  James,  Jr.  James  Reed,  Jr.,  continued  as 
one  of  the  representative  farmers  of  Brown 
Township  until  his  death,  his  entire  life  having 
been  passed  in  Carroll  County.  In  conclusion 
is  given  brief  record  concerning  the  children  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Creighton:  Drusilla  lone,  who 

was  bom  August  18,  1879,  is  the  wife  of  F.  Q. 
Mason,  of  Carroll  County,  and  they  have  had 
five  children,  Frederick  (deceased),  Gladys,  Ger- 
trude, Louise  and  Margaret.  Laura  E.,  who  was 
bom  in  Warren  County,  Iowa,  August  25,  1883, 
was,  like  her  older  sister,  afforded  the  advan- 
tages of  the  Malvern  High  School,  and  later  she 
pursued  higher  studies  in  Wooster  University 
and  the  Northern  Ohio  Normal  University  at 
Ada,  she  being  a successful  and  popular  teacher 
in  the  public  schools  of  Ohio  and  being  at  the 
present  time  a teacher  at  Malvern  (1920). 
Thomas  M.,  who  was  bora  in  Warren  County, 
Iowa,  September  26,  1887,  acquired  his  prelimi- 
nary education  in  the  schools  of  his  native 
county  and  later  was  graduated  in  the  high 
school  at  Malvern,  after  the  return  of  the  fam- 
ily to  Carroll  County.  For  two  years  he  was 
a student  in  Bethany  College  at  Bethany,  West 
Virginia,  and  thereafter  he  attended  for  one 
year  the  Tri-State  Normal  School  at  Angola, 
Indiana.  He  further  continued  his  educational 
work  by  four  years  of  study  in  the  Northern 
Ohio  Normal  University,  and  by  one  year  of 


study  in  the  University  of  Ohio.  He  graduated 
from  the  Northern  Ohio  Normal  University 
with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science.  He  de- 
voted two  years  to  the  study  of  law  and  is  at 
the  time  of  this  writing,  in  1920,*  a student  in 
the  historic  old  Jefferson  Medical  College  in  the 
city  of  Philadelphia.  The  fourth  child,  a son, 
died  in  infancy. 

Everett  O.  McClain,  with  experience  gained 
in  connection  with  the  operations  of  the  old 
home  farm,  has  gone  forward  with  confidence 
and  resourcefulness  in  his  independent  activi- 
ties as  an  agriculturist  and  stock-grower,  and 
his  well  improved  farm  of  138  acres  in  North 
Township,  Harrison  County,  is  but  a short  dis- 
tance from  the  old  homestead  on  which  his 
parents  still  reside.  He  is  a son  of  Charles  S. 
McClain,  of  whom  Individual  mention  is  made 
on  other  pages  of  this  volume,  with  due  record 
concerning  the  history  of  this  pioneer  family. 

Everett  O.  McClaint  who  merits  classification 
as  one  of  the  progressive  and  popular  farmers 
of  the  younger  generation  in  North  Township, 
was  bora  in  Archer  Township  on  the  4th  of 
January,  1883,  and  his  youthful  education  was 
obtained  in  the  public  schools  of  Monroe  and 
North  townships.  Thereafter  he  continued  his 
association  with  the  work  of  the  home  farm 
almost  without  interruption  until  the  time  of 
his  marriage,  in  1906.  For  the  ensuing  six 
years  he  maintained  his  residence  at  Scio,  this 
county,  and  worked  as  a tank  builder  In  the  oil 
fields  of  this  section  of  the  state,  besides  having 
been  for  a part  of  the  time  associated  with  the 
building  of  bridges  on  the  line  of  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad.  In  1912  he  established  himself 
upon  a farm  of  sixty  acres,  which  was  a part 
of  the  old  homestead  where  he  remained  until 
the  fall  of  1920,  when  he  bought  his  present 
farm,  which  is  known  to  the  present  generation 
as  the  Whittaker  farm.  He  is  aligned  as  a sup- 
porter of  the  cause  of  the  democratic  party,  is 
affiliated  with  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows,  and  he  and  his  wife  hold  membership 
in  the  Presbyterian  Church  at  Scio. 

In  the  year  1906  was  recorded  the  marriage 
of  Mr.  McClain  to  Miss  Pearl  M.  Minard,  daugh- 
ter of  Ervin  M.  Minard,  who  is  made  the  sub- 
ject of  a personal  sketch  on  other  pages  of  this 
work.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  McClain  have  four  chil- 
dren. Elbert  H.,  Margaret  C.,  Charles  M.  and 
Harry  E. 

Jasper  George  Hendricks.  It  would  be  un- 
pardonable omission  in  any  history  of  Harrison 
County,  Ohio,  if  reference  were  not  made  to 
Jasper  George  Hendricks,  a prominent  and  suc- 
cessful farmer  of  Stock  Township,  who  from 
the  days  of  his  young  manhood  has  been  iden- 
tified with  the  agricultural  life  of  this  part  of 
the  state.  Mr.  Hendricks  has  the  distinction  of 
being  descended  on  both  sides  of  his  house  from 
ancestors  who  settled  in  an  early  day  in  Ohio. 

Jasper  George  Hendricks  was  born  In  Stock 
Township,  Harrison  County,  February  28,  1869, 
a son  of  George  and  Mahala  Ann  (Thompson) 
Hendricks.  His  father  was  born  In  Perry  Town- 
ship. Carroll  County,  Ohio,  September  18  1828. 

and  was  married  to  Mahala  Ann  Thompson. 
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April  20,  1854.  The  latter  was  born  October  3, 
1834,  a daughter  of  Basil  and  Sarah  (Shlck) 
Thompson.  Basil  Thompson  was  bom  August 
6,  1813,  and  married  Sarah  Shick  November  28, 
1833.  Basil  Thompson  was  one  of  the  pioneers 
of  Carroll  County,  Ohio,  and  after  having  lived 
in  that  county  for  a time  he  moved  to  North 
Township,  Harrison  County,  Ohio.  Throughout 
his  active  life  he  was  engaged  as  a farmer  and 
stone  mason.  He  was  the  father  of  ten  chil- 
dren, as  follows:  Mahala  Ann,  born  October 
3,  1834 ; J.  T.,  March  21,  1836;  Gabriel,  March 
30,  1838;  Oliver,  November  26,  1839;  Andrew, 
June  26,  1842;  Elizabeth,  September  6,  1844; 
Josiah,  June  5,  1846;  Corban,  July  16,  1849; 
William,  January  12.  1852,  and  Basil,  February 
15,  1854. 

George  Hendricks,  father  of  the  subject  of  this 
sketch,  was  a son  of  John  Hendricks  and  wife, 
the  latter  being  a Miss  Roush.  George  Hen- 
dricks was  one  of  the  early  farmers  of  Perry 
Township,  Carroll  County,  Ohio.  In  the  winter 
of  1855  he  moved  to  Stock  Township,  Harrison 
County,  and  continued  in  the  township  during 
all  his  active  years  and  up  to  his  death,  which 
occurred  October  12,  1907.  His  widow  survived 
him  for  almost  ten  years,  her  death  taking  place 
August  30,  1917,  at  that  time  being  one  of  the 
oldest  residents  in  Harrison  County.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Hendricks  became  the  parents  of  six  chil- 
dren, namely:  John  A.,  bom  April  5,  1855; 
Sarah  M.,  October  22,  1856;  William,  June  14, 
1858;  Basil,  October  30,  1861;  Alvan  S.,  Sep- 
tember 2,  1865,  and  Jasper  G.,  February  28, 1869. 

Jasper  G.  Hendricks  received  his  early  educa- 
tion in  the  district  schools  of  Stock  Township, 
Harrison  County,  and  at  the  beginning  of  his 
life’s  career  he  started  farming  in  his  native 
township,  and  has  been  thus  engaged  ever  since, 
his  entire  connection  with  agricultural  pursuits 
being  associated  with  Stock  Township.  He  is 
now  the  owner  of  fifty-six  acres  of  prime  land, 
and  on  this  holding  he  is  engaged  along  gen- 
eral farming  lines  and  in  stock  raising,  his  repu- 
tation in  the  latter  department  extending  beyond 
the  limits  of  Harrison  County.  He  carried  out 
some  valuable  improvements  on  his  present 
place  and  erected  all  the  buildings  that  are  now 
on  the  holding. 

December  16,  1911,  Mr.  Hendricks  was  united 
in  marriage  to  Miss  Anna  Thompson,  a native 
of  Tuscarawas  County,  Ohio,  and  a daughter 
of  Andrew  and  Catherine  (Keffer)  Thompson. 
Mr.  Thompson  farmed  in  Jefferson  Township, 
Tuscarawas  County,  up  to  the  time  of  his  death, 
in  April,  1915.  His  widow  passed  away  in  July, 
1917.  They  were  the  parents  of  eight  children : 
Clara,  deceased;  Cassandra;  Alfred,  deceased; 
Vincent;  Mary,  deceased;  John,  Anna  and  Alice, 
the  latter  also  being  deceased. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hendricks  have  two  children: 
Kathryn  Marie  and  Kenneth  Vincent.  Mr.  Hen- 
dricks has  been  for  many  years  identified  with 
the  public  interests  of  his  township  and -county 
and  since  January,  1920,  has  served  as  a trus- 
tee of  Stock  Township,  bringing  to  the  duties  of 
that  office  a practical  and  ripe  experience  which 
he  has  diligently  exercised  for  the  public  good. 
In  other  directions  he  has  given  of  his  time  and 


ability  to  further  all  movements  designed  to 
have  a beneficial  effect  throughout  the  county. 

J.  Elmer  Hikes  may  well  take  pride  in  the 
status  that  is  his  as  one  of  the  substantial  rep- 
resentatives of  agricultural  and  live-stock  indus- 
try in  Archer  Township,  Harrison  County,  for 
here  he  has  maintained  his  home  from  the  time 
of  his  birth  and  here  he  stands  as  a popular 
scion  of  a family  that  has  been  one  of  promi- 
nence in  connection  with  civic  and  farm  activi- 
ties in  Archer  Township  for  fully  ninety  years. 
His  grandfather,  Jacob  Hines,  was  born  in  West- 
moreland County,  Pennsylvania,  where  he  was 
reared  to  manhood  and  where  wTas  solemnized 
his  marriage  to  Miss  Susanna  Brough.  In  1830 
the  young  couple  came  to  Harrison  County, 
Ohio,  where  Jacob  Hines  purchased  100  acres  of 
land  in  Archer  Township,  his  original  dwelling 
having  been  the  pioneer  log  house  erected  by 
the  former  owner.  He  reclaimed  his  land  into 
one  of  the  productive  farms  of  the  county  and 
became  one  of  the  influential  and  honored  men 
of  his  community.  He  was  a democrat  in  poli- 
tics and  was  called  upon  to  serve  in  various 
township  offices,  including  those  of  trustee  and 
member  of  the  school  board  of  his  district.  He 
was  born  in  the  year  1801,  and  thus  was  fifty- 
three  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  his  death, 
which  occurred  on  the  21st  of  December,  1854, 
his  widow  attaining  to  the  age  of  eighty-two 
years  and  her  death  occurring  October  20,  1885. 
Both  were  active  members  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church.  Their  children  were  nine  in  number: 
Betsy,  George,  Margaret,  Bruce,  Peter,  Amos, 
John,  Abbie  and  Susan. 

Peter  Hines  was  born  in  Archer  Township, 
where  he  passed  his  entire  life  and  where  he 
gained,  through  his  own  ability  and  efforts, 
substantial  prosperity  in  connection  with  farm 
industry.  He  not  only  purchased  eventually 
the  interests  of  the  other  heirs  to  the  old  home 
farm  of  *his  parents  but  also  bought  other  land, 
with  the  result  that  he  finally  became  the  owner 
of  a well  improved  and  valuable  farm  estate 
of  more  than  200  acres,  all  in  Archer  Township. 
In  politics  he  gave  unswerving  support  to  the 
principles  of  the  democratic  party,  and  both  he 
and  his  wife  were  zealous  members  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church.  On  the  22d  of  October,  1857, 
was  solemnized  the  marriage  of  Peter  Hines  to 
Miss  Maria  Webster,  daughter  of  the  late  John 
Webster,  of  Rumley  Township,  this  county.  The 
death  of  both  occurred  in  the  year  1901,  Mr. 
Hines  having  passed  away  on  the  4th  of  March 
and  his  widow  having  died  in  the  following 
September.  They  became  the  parents  of  two 
sons.  John  Leonard  and  Jacob  Elmer,  the  latter 
being  the  immediate  subject  of  this  sketch  and 
John  Leonard  being  individually  mentioned  on 
other  pages. 

J.  Elmer  Hines  was  born  in  Archer  Township 
on  the  27th  of  February  1871,  and  is  fourteen 
years  the  junior  of  his  only  brother.  He  gained 
his  early  education  in  the  public  schools  of  his 
native  township,  and  has  remained  from  the 
time  of  his  birth  on  the  fine  old  homestead  farm, 
which  he  has  made  a center  of  most  progres- 
sive enterprise  in  agriculture  and  stock-growing 
his  proiierty  comprising  214  acres  of  most  fer- 
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tile  and  productive  land,  with  the  beat  of  im- 
provements, including  substantial  and  well-kept 
farm  buildings.  He  Is  a loyal  supporter  of 
measures  and  enterprises  tending  to  advance  the 
best  interests  of  his  home  community  and  native 
county,  is  a democrat  in  political  allegiance, 
and  he  and  his  wife  hold  membership  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church.  Mrs.  Hines  is  the  gra- 
cious and  popular  chatelaine  of  one  of  the  beau- 
tiful rural  homes  of  the  county,  and  her  cul- 
tured tastes  give  her  leadership  in  the  social 
life  of  the  home  community.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Hines  have  one  child,  Robert  Clive,  who  was 
born  on  the  1st  of  September,  1903.  It  should 
be  noted  that  ancestors  of  Mr.  Hines  were  gal- 
lant soldiers  of  the  patriot  forces  in  the  war 
of  the  Revolution  and  that  his  brother  holds  ac- 
tive membership  In  the  Society  of  the  Sons  of 
the  American  Revolution. 

On  the  27th  of  December,  1901,  was  solemn- 
ized the  marriage  of  Mr.  Hines  to  Miss  Edith 
Welling,  who  was  born  at  Taylorsville,  Ken- 
tucky, and  who  is  a daughter  of  George  Rob- 
ert and  Eliza  Ann  (Da meal)  Welling,  the  for- 
mer of  whom  was  born  in  the  city  of  Baltimore, 
Maryland,  and  the  latter  at  Rock  Haven,  Ken- 
tucky. Mr.  Welling  was  a successful  merchant, 
as  well  as  postmaster,  at  Taylorsville,  Ken- 
tucky. at  the  time  of  the  Civil  war,  and  was  em- 
ployed by  the  United  States  Government  to  pur- 
chase horses  and  mules  for  use  by  the  Union 
forces  in  the  field.  He  died  of  yellow  fever  in 
the  city  of  New  Orleans,  just  following  the 
close  of  the  Civil  war,  to  which  city  he  had 
gone  with  a shipment  of  horses  and  mules.  Mrs. 
Welling  died  when  Mrs.  Hines  was  a child  of 
between  five  and  six  years.  Of  their  children 
Mrs.  Hines  is  the  youngest;  Mary  Belle  is  the 
wife  of  Dr.  Edwin  R.  Montgomery,  a repre- 
sentative physician  at  Ixmisville,  Kentucky; 
Charles  Carter  is  deceased:  Elizabeth  is  the 
wife  of  Amos  F.  Brough,  of  Monterey,  Califor- 
nia. Mrs.  Hines  is  a graduate  of  Nazareth 
Academy  at  Bardstown,  Kentucky,  and  also  of 
the  Kentucky  State  Normal  School  in  the  City 
of  Louisville.  The  Bardstown  academy  was  the 
first  to  open  a school  exclusively  for  women  In 
Louisville.  She  is  a cousin  of  the  widow  of 
Admiral  Dewey,  her  mother  having  been  a sis- 
ter of  the  mother  of  Mrs.  Dewey,  who  was  a 
sister  to  the  late  John  R.  McLean,  the  Cincin- 
nati newspaper  man. 

John  L.  Hines,  M.  I).,  a man  of  high  attainr 
nients  and  cosmopolitan  experience,  is  now  liv- 
ing in  semi-retirement  on  the  fine  old  homestead 
farm  that  figures  as  the  place  of  his  nativity 
and  that  is  one  of  the  valuable  rural  estates  of 
Archer  Township,  Harrison  County.  Here,  as  a 
bachelor,  be  resides  in  the  attractive  home  of 
his  only  brother,  Jacob  Elmer  Hines,  of  whom 
individual  mention  is  made  preceding  with 
incidental  and  interesting  record  concerning 
the  family  history.  In  the  pleasing  seclu- 
sion of  the  farm  Doctor  Hines  finds  satisfaction 
in  giving  his  attention  to  the  raising  of  fine 
poultry,  and  his  success  attests  his  careful  study 
of  scientific  methods  of  propagation  and  care. 

Dr.  John  Leonard  Hines  was  born  on  the  23d 
of  December,  1858,  and  his  preliminary  educa- 


tional discipline  was  obtained  in  the  district 
schools  of  Archer  Township.  Thereafter  he  was 
for  two  years  a student  in  Wooster  University, 
and  he  then  entered  historic  old  Washington 
and  Jefferson  College  in  Pennsylvania,  in  which 
institution  he  was  graduated  as  a member  of 
the  class  of  1882  and  with  the  degree  of  Bache- 
lor of  Arts.  There  he  became  actively  affiliated 
with  the  Phi  Delta  Theta  college  fraternity,  in 
the  affairs  of  which  he  continues  to  take  lively 
interest.  After  leaving  this  university  Doctor 
Hines  attended  Bellevue  Medical  College  in  the 
City  of  New  York  for  one  year,  and  the  follow- 
ing year  found  him  a student  in  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  in  the  City  of  Balti- 
more, Maryland.  He  then  returned  to  Bellevue 
Medical  College,  Baltimore,  where  he  was  grad- 
uated with  the  Doctor  of  Medicine  degree. 
During  the  winter  of  1905  he  toured  through 
England.  France.  Italy  and  Switzerland,  and  in 
1910  he  amplified  his  foreign  experience  by 
travel  not  only  in  England.  France,  Belgium, 
Italy  and  Holland  but  also  by  a tour  through 
Egypt  and  Palestine.  Since  his  return  from 
the  latter  tour  he  has  remained  with  his  only 
brother  on  the  old  homestead  farm.  He  is  a 
man  of  studious  habits  and  distinctive  culture, 
and  in  addition  to  his  foreign  trips  he  has 
traveled  extensively  in  his  native  land.  He  is 
a democrat  in  his  political  proclivities  and  is 
affiliated  with  the  Society  of  the  Sons  of  the 
American  Revolution. 

Rev.  Hosf.a  McCall.  A life  of  exalted  and 
consecrated  service  was  that  of  this  honored 
pioneer  clergyman  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  in  eastern  Ohio,  where  in  the  early 
days  be  pursued  the  work  of  his  noble  calling 
under  the  old  circuit-riding  regime,  which  in- 
volved much  of  hardship  and  self-abnegation. 
His  high  sense  of  personal  stewardship  never 
failed  and  he  labored  long  and  faithfully  in 
the  vineyard  of  the  Divine  Master  and  for  the 
aidinc  * ii'1  uplifting  of  his  fellow  men,  so  that 
this  history  may  well  pay  a tribute  to  the 
memory  of  this  honored  pioneer  whose  ministra- 
Uons  extended  to  various  places  in  both  Carroll 
and  Harrison  counties  and  who  passed  the  clos- 
ing years  of  his  long,  earnest  and  useful  life 
in  the  village  of  Malvern.  Carroll  County,  where 
he  died  in  the  year  1882.  his  devoted  wife,  who 
shared  with  him  in  good  works  and  kindly 
deeds,  having  survived  him  by  about  eleven 
years  and  having  passed  the  life  eternal  in 
1893,  the  names  of  both  being  held  in  affection- 
ate and  reverent  memory  by  all  who  came 
within  the  sphere  of  their  gracious  influence. 

Rev.  Hosea  McCall  was  born  in  Middletown. 
Connecticut  on  the  2d  of  October.  1810,  and 
thus  was  nearly  seventy-two  years  of  age  when 
he  passed  from  the  stage  of  life’s  mortal  en- 
deavors. He  entered  the  Pittsburgh  Conference 
in  Uniontown,  Pennsylvania,  in  1835,  and  was 
married  to  Miss  Margaret  Campbell,  born  Jan- 
uary 15.  1815,  at  Greensburgh.  Pennsylvania, 
February  5,  1838.  As  a circuit  rider  he  gave 
effective  sendee  in  eastern  Ohio,  In  West  Vir- 
ginia and  Pennsylvania,  and  be  continued  in 
the  active  work  of  the  ministry  until  about 
1872,  when  he  retired  to  Malvern  and  took  pos- 
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session  of  the  attractive  residence  which  he 
here  owned  and  which  is  now  occupied  by  two 
of  his  daughters.  In  this  pleasant  home  he 
and  his  wife  passed  the  remainder  of  their  lives 
secure  in  the  love  of  all  who  knew  them.  In 
the  concluding  paragraph  of  this  memoir  is 
given  brief  record  concerning  their  children. 

Elizabeth  Ann  married  Rev.  J.  F.  Huddleston, 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  March  27, 
1872,  and  died  in  Malvern,  Ohio,  June  10,  1912. 
Ebenezer  Hudson  resides  in  Oneida,  Ohio. 
Rhoda  Caroline  resides  in  Malvern,  Ohio. 
Sarah  Jane  died  December  1,  1877,  in  Malvern, 
Ohio.  Mary  Isabel  married  Rev.  R.  W.  Fresh- 
water, of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  June 
11,  1868,  and  died  in  Wheeling,  West  Virginia, 
January  15,  1894.  Martha  Eleanor  resides  in 
Malvern,  Ohio.  Margaret  Samson  married  At- 
torney C.  S.  Cobbs,  of  Akron,  March  2,  1881. 
She  resides  in  Akron.  William  Hosea,  a resi- 
dent of  Chicago,  Illinois,  died  in  Akron.  Janu- 
ary 1,  1909. 

John  B.  Beadle.  The  name  Beadle  is  found 
in  the  annals  of  both  Carroll  and  Harrison 
counties.  John  B.  Beadle,  of  Green  Township, 
was  born  June  22,  1857,  In  Scio,  but  his  father, 
William  Beadle,  dates  back  to  Carroll  County. 
When  he  located  in  Harrison  County  he  mar- 
ried Elizabeth  M.  A.  Brlcker  (see  sketch  of 
John  Brlcker).  William  was  a son  of  John 
Beadle,  born  in  Pennsylvania,  but  later  a 
farmer  and  blacksmith  in  Carroll  County. 

William  Beadle  was  a physician  and  prac- 
ticed medicine  from  1856  to  1870  In  Scio,  when 
he  removed  to  a farm  in  Green  Township,  where 
he  combined  farming  and  the  practice  of  medi- 
cine as  long  as  he  lived,  his  death  occurring 
there  in  1880.  Their  children  are:  John  B., 
Anna,  Olive,  Charles  and  Ida.  The  second 
child,  Irena,  died  young.  The  Beadles  were 
Methodists. 

John  B.  Beadle  had  public  school  advantages 
in  Scio  and  In  Green  Township,  and  when  he 
began  farming  he  remained  thirty-five  years  on 
one  place,  starting  with  100  acres  and  adding 
an  eighty-acre  tract  later.  In  1905  he  left  the 
farm  and  settled  Just  outside  the  corporate 
limits  of  Hopedale  on  the  Cadiz  and  Steuben- 
ville road.  He  has  merited  a quiet  life  at  last 
after  so  many  years  of  farm  activities. 

In  1886  Mr.  Beadle  married  Lizzie  L.  Cole,  a 
daughter  of  Farland  B.  Cole.  Their  daughter. 
Marie  M.,  is  the  widow  of  Jay  Stringer,  -and 
with  her  son,  John  Beadle  Stringer,  she  lives 
with  her  parents  again.  Mr.  Beadle  served  as 
trustee  and  as  township  treasurer  while  a resi- 
dent of  the  farm  in  Green  Township.  He  has 
also  served  as  a member  of  the  Harrison  County 
Infirmary  Board  of  Directors.  He  is  a Mason, 
a member  of  both  the  Blue  Lodge  and  Chapter 
in  Cadiz.  When  a man  has  filled  positions  of 
trust  in  a community  it  indicates  that  he  has 
executive  ability. 

Charles  S.  McClain  Is  found  aligned  with 
the  fine  band  of  citizens  who  are  maintaining 
the  prestige  of  North  Township,  Harrison 
County,  as  a center  of  vigorous  and  productive 
farm  Industry*  and  further  Interest  attaches  to 


his  career  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  he  is  a 
native  of  this  township  and  a representative  of 
a well  known  pioneer  family  whose  name  has 
been  identified  with  the  history  of  this  county 
for  virtually  an  entire  century. 

Mr.  McClain  was  born  on  his  father’s  farm 
in  North  Township  on  the  14th  of  January, 
1858,  and  is  a son  of  John  E.  and  Jane  (Ca- 
naga)  McClain,  the  former  of  whom  was  born 
In  North  Township  September  15,  1828,  and  the 
latter  was  born  May  28,  1837,  a daughter  of 
Jacob  Canaga,  another  sterling  pioneer  of  the 
county.  John  E.  McClain  was  a son  of  James 
L.  and  Sarah  (Endsley)  McClain,  the  former 
of  whom  was  born  September  23,  1802,  in  West- 
moreland County,  Pennsylvania,  and  the  latter 
likewise  was  a native  of  the  old  Keystone  state, 
where  she  was  born  September  19,  1803.  James 
L.  McClain  came  to  Harrison  County  in  the 
early  years  of  the  nineteenth  century,  here  re- 
claimed land  from  a virgin  forest,  and  here  con- 
tinued his  activities  as  a pioneer  farmer  in 
North  Township  until  his  death,  both  he  and 
his  wife  having  attained  to  advanced  years. 
The  names  and  respective  dates  of  birth  of 
their  children  are  here  made  a matter  of  per- 
manent record:  Jane,  March  30,  1825;  Joseph, 
March  4,  1827;  John  E.,  September  15,  1828: 
Samuel,  September  2,  1830;  Mary  Ann,  October 
21,  1832;  James  Alexander,  August  14,  1834; 
Sarah,  September  18,  1836;  Harriet,  September 
30,  1838;  Thomas  Endsley,  July  6,  1840  (en- 
listed in  1862  for  service  In  the  Civil  war  as 
a member  of  Company  A,  One  Hundred  and 
Twentieth  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  with  which 
command  he  remained  until  his  death.  In  1863) ; 
William,  July  21,  1843;  Martha,  October  2, 
1844;  and  Nathan  S.,  September  22,  1846. 

John  E.  McClain  passed  his  entire  life  in 
North  Township,  where  he  was  reared  under 
the  conditions  of  the  pioneer  days,  and  where 
eventually  he  became  a representative  farmer 
and  citizen,  his  death  having  occurred  on  his 
old  home  farm  January  21,  1908,  and  his  wife 
having  passed  away  on  the  18th  of  October, 
1900.  Both  were  zealous  members  of  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church.  Of  their  children  the 
eldest  is  Charles  S.,  who  is  the  immediate  sub- 
ject of  this  review;  Joseph  H.  was  born  July 
2,  1859,  and  his  death  occurred  in  the  year 
1916;  Sarah  Ida  was  born  May  7,  1861,  and 
died  April  24,  1911 ; Jessie  R.  was  born  July 
29,  1863,  and  died  January  22,  1911;  John  B., 
who  resides  on  the  old  home  farm  and  who  is 
individually  mentioned  on  other  pages  of  this 
work,  was  born  May  24,  1871. 

Charles  S.  McClain  between  his  youthful 
duties  on  the  home  farm  and  the  pursuing  of 
his  studies  in  the  Fisher  School’  of  his  home 
district  had  his  time  well  occupied  in  his  early 
years,  and  after  leaving  school  he  remained  at 
the  parental  home  until  his  marriage,  in  1881, 
after  which  he  was  engaged  in  farming  in  Green 
Township  one  year,  the  following  year  having 
found  him  similarly  applying  himself  in  Archer 
Township,  and  the  ensuing  six  years  recording 
his  residence  again  in  North  Township.  He 
then  spent  two  years  in  Monroe  Township,  and 
since  that  time  he  has  resided  continuously  in 
North  Township,  where  he  owns  an  excellent 
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farm  of  sixty-one  acres,  devoted  to  well  ordered 
agricultural  and  live-stock  enterprise.  He  is  a 
republican  in  politics,  served  four  years  as 
assessor  of  North  Township,  and  for  twelve 
years  was  a school  director  of  his  present  home 
district.  Both  he  and  his  wife  are  active  mem- 
bers of  the  Presbyterian  Church  at  Scio. 

On  the  23d  of  December,  1881,  was  solem- 
nized the  marriage  of  Mr.  McClain  to  Miss  Caro- 
line Hall,  daughter  of  Tipton  B.  and  Rachel 
(Fife)  Hall,  of  Archer  Township,  and  of  this 
union  have  been  born  two  children — Everett 
O.,  who  is  the  subject  of  an  individual  sketch 
on  other  pages  of  this  volume,  and  Lloyd  Elbert, 
who  remains  with  his  parents  and  assists  In 
the  activities  of  the  home  farm. 

William  S.  Kirkpatrick  gained  secure  pres- 
tige as  one  of  the  representative  exponents  of 
farm  Industry  in  Carroll  County,  has  served  two 
terms  as  county  commissioner  and  has  otherwise 
been  influential  In  community  affairs  in  his  na- 
tive county.  He  is  now  living  practically  retired 
In  the  Village  of  Malvern,  and  is  a substantial 
and  highly  esteemed  citizen  who  well  merits 
recognition  in  this  history. 

He  was  born  on  the  old  homestead  farm  of 
the  family  in  Brown  Township,  Carroll  County, 
and  the  date  of  his  nativity  was  August  28, 
1857.  He  is  a son  of  Isaac  and  Nancy  (Reed) 
Kirkpatrick,  the  former  of  whom  was  born  in 
Westmoreland  County,  Pennsylvania,  in  1824, 
and  the  latter  was  born  In  Brown  Township, 
Carroll  County,  Ohio,  in  1825,  a daughter  of 
John  and  Jane  (Thompson)  Reed,  both  natives 
of  Pennsylvania  and  the  former  a son  of  John 
Reed,  Sr.,  who  came  from  the  old  Keystone 
state  to  Carroll  County,  Ohio,  In  the  pioneer 
days,  here  passing  the  remainder  of  his  life. 
John  Reed,  Jr.,  was  long  numbered  among  the 
representative  farmers  of  this  county,  and  here 
he  died  August  22.  1872.  his  birth  having  oc- 
curred in  1796.  The  family  home  was  estab- 
lished In  Carroll  County  about  the  year  1820. 
His  wife  died  In  1867.  Their  children  were 
seven  in  number — William.  Nancy,  Elizabeth, 
John,  Mary,  Robert  and  Eliza. 

Isaac  Kirkpatrick  was  a son  of  William  and 
Betsey  (Swisshelm)  Kirkpatrick,  both  natives 
of  Pennsylvania.  William  Kirkpatrick  was 
born  and  reared  in  Westmoreland  County,  and 
there  he  was  engaged  in  farming  until  1832, 
when  he  came  with  his  family  to  Carroll  County, 
Ohio,  and  purchased  120  acres  of  land  in  Brown 
Township.  There  he  followed  farm  industry 
until  his  death  in  1841,  his  wife  having  died 
in  the  preceding  year.  They  became  the  par- 
ents of  six  children — Betsey,  Nancy,  Priscilla, 
Catherine  (Mrs.  McKinney),  Joseph  S.  and 
Isaac.  Isaac  Kirkpatrick  was  eight  years  old 
at  the  time  of  the  family  removal  from  the  old 
Keystone  state  to  Carroll  County,  and  here  he 
was  reared  and  educated  under  the  conditions 
of  the  middle-pioneer  period.  He  eventually  be- 
came the  owner  of  his  father’s  old  home  farm 
and  he  continued  to  be  one  of  the  representative 
farmers  and  honored  and  influential  citizens  of 
Brown  Township  until  his  death,  which  occurred 
December  12,  1891,  his  cherished  and  devoted 
wife  having  followed  him  to  the  life  eternal 


on  the  2d  of  the  following  March  and  both  hav- 
ing been  earnest  members  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church.  To  them  were  born  eight 
children — Almira,  Elva,  John,  Jane,  William  S., 
James,  Olive  and  Charles  Isaac. 

William  S.  Kirkpatrick  has  never  regretted 
the  sturdy  discipline  which  he  received  in  his 
youth  In  connection  with  the  varied  activities  of 
the  home  farm,  and  the  experience  proved  of 
inestimable  value  to  him  in  his  later  and  inde- 
pendent operations  as.  an  agriculturist  and 
stock-grower.  He  profited  fully  by  the  advan- 
tages afforded  in  the  schools  of  his  native 
township,  and  during  the  entire  period  of  his 
active  career  he  gave  his  undivided  time  and 
attention  to  farm  industry  save  for  the  period 
of  his  service  as  county  commissioner,  of  which 
he  was  the  incumbent  six  years — from  1897  to 
1900,  and  from  1903  to  1906.  During  these  two 
terms  of  effective  service  he  was  a loyal  sup- 
porter of  progressive  policies  in  the  ordering  and 
directing  of  county  affairs,  and  the  same  at- 
titude characterized  him  during  his  six  years 
of  service  as  trustee  of  Brown  Township — 1890- 
1896.  Since  leaving  his  farm  in  1907  he  has 
lived  retired  in  his  attractive  home  at  Malvern. 
His  political  allegiance  Is  given  to  the  repub- 
lican party,  he  and  his  wife  are  members  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  he  is  affiliated 
with  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows, 
the  Knights  of  Pythias  and  the  Knights  of  the 
Maccabees. 

On  the  17th  of  February,  1881,  was  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  Mr.  Kirkpatrick  to  Miss  Cath- 
erine Lewton,  who  was  bora  In  Harrison  Town- 
ship, Carroll  County,  March  25,  1861,  a daugh- 
ter of  Abraham  and  Susan  (Trussel)  Lewton, 
who  passed  the  closing  years  of  their  lives  at 
Malvern,  where  the  father  died  in  1892,  at  the 
age  of  sixty-six  years,  and  where  the  mother 
passed  away  March  5,  1914,  about  one  month 
prior  to  the  eighty-seventh  anniversary  of  her 
birth,  which  occurred  April  1,  1827,  in  Brown 
Township,  this  county,  where  her  parents  were 
early  pioneer  settlers.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lewton 
became  the  parents  of  ten  children : Artemas, 
Vincent,  Mary,  Almira,  Emma,  Catherine, 
Laura,  Nelson,  Elizabeth  and  Lulu.  Of  the 
children  Artemas,  Vincent,  Mary  and  Laura  are 
deceased.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Kirkpatrick  have 
been  bom  six  children : Isaac  L.,  a former  post- 
master of  Malvern ; Maudle,  who  died  when 
about  nine  years  of  age;  Laura,  the  wife  of 
Jesse  Hawkins,  of  Carroll  County,  and  they 
have  four  children — Mildred,  Lucille,  Donald 
and  William ; Carrie  Is  the  wife  of  Jacob  Wads- 
worth, of  Carroll  County,  and  they  have  two 
children — Mary  Catherine  and  William;  Ethel, 
a school  teacher,  remains  at  the  parental  home; 
and  William  died  at  the  age  of  four  years. 

William  Rainsberger  has  been  a resident  of 
Carroll  County  from  the  time  of  his  birth,  and 
his  entire  active  career  has  been  marked  by  as- 
sociation with  farm  industry.  • He  now  con- 
fines his  operations  to  his  well  improved  little 
farm  of  eighteen  acres  in  Monroe  Township, 
seven  miles  from  Carrollton,  from  which  city 
he  receives  service  on  rural  mail  route  No.  4. 
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Mr.  Rainsberger  was  born  in  Union  Township, 
this  county,  on  the  12th  of  September,  1853, 
and  is  a son  of  Josiah  and  Nancy  (Fowler) 
Rainsberger,  the  former  of  German  and  the  lat- 
ter of  Irish  lineage.  Josiah  Rainsberger  was 
bom  in  Monroe  Township,  where  his  parents 
settled  in  the  early  days,  and  he  continued  his 
active  alliance  with  farm  enterprise  in  his  na- 
tive county  until  his  death,  April  11,  1911.  at 
the  age  of  sixty-nine  years,  his  wife  having 
passed  away  on  the  16th  of  February,  1S88.  Of 
their  family  of  three  sons  and  six  daughters 
the  subject  of  this  review  Is  the  youngest.  One 
of  the  sons.  David,  was  a gallant  young  soldier 
of  the  Union  in  the  Civil  war,  in  which  he 
served  as  a member  of  the  Eightieth  Ohio  Vol- 
unteer Infantry,  he  having  been  mustered  out 
and  having  received  his  honorable  discharge 
in  1864,  a few  months  prior  to  the  close  of  the 
war.  As  a young  man  he  was  a successful 
teacher  in  the  rural  schools  of  Carroll  County. 

William  Rainsberger  early  began  to  assist  In 
the  work  of  the  home  farm,  and  he  continued 
to  attend  the  district  schools  during  the  win- 
ter terms  until  he  had  attained  to  his  legal 
majority.  He  was  twenty-four  years  of  age  at 
the  time  of  his  marriage  and  thereafter  he 
continued  to  be  associated  in  the  work  and  man- 
agement of  the  old  home  farm  until  1905,  when 
he  purchased  a farm  of  ninety-one  acres  in 
Center  Township,  one  mile  distant  from  Car- 
rollton. Six  years  later  be  sold  this  property, 
and  after  residing  for  a short  time  on  another 
farm  in  the  same  township  he  purchased  in  1911 
his  present  fine  little  farm,  the  operations  of 
which  demand  all  of  the  time  and  effort  he  is 
justified  in  giving,  now  that  he  is  approaching 
the  prophet’s  span  of  three  score  years  and  ten. 
He  has  never  wavered  in  loyal  allegiance  to 
the  republican  party,  has  taken  deep  Interest 
in  public  affairs  of  local  order,  but  has  had  no 
ambition  for  official  preferment.  He  and  his 
wife  are  active  members  of  the  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church  at  Carrollton. 

In  the  year  1878  was  solemnized  the  marriage 
of  Mr.  Rainsberger  to  Miss  Dorlnda  J.  Long, 
who  likewise  was  born  and  reared  in  Carroll 
County  and  who  is  a daughter  of  Alexander 
Scott  and  Nancy  (Brooks)  Long,  of  Monroe 
Township.  The  father  of  Mrs.  Rainsberger  was 
a son  of  Alexander  Scott  Long.  Sr.,  and  Nancy 
(Scott)  Long,  the  original  American  representa- 
tives of  the  Long  family  having  come  from  the 
north  of  Ireland.  The  maternal  grandparents 
of  Mrs.  Rainsberger  were  Henry  and  Dorinda 
(Fawcett)  Brooks,  and  they  became  the  par- 
ents of  one  son  and  six  daughters.  The  lineage 
of  the  Brooks  family  likewise  traces  back  to 
staunch  Irish  origin. 

In  this  concluding  paragraph  is  entered  brief 
record  concerning  the  children  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Rainsberger:  Nancy  A.  is  at  home.  David 

Reese  died  at  the  age  of  thirteen  years.  Jo- 
siah Clarke,  who  now  resides  in  the  state  of 
South  Dakota,  married  Johanna  Capper,  of 
Perry  Township,  Carroll  County,  and  they  have 
one  son.  Thomas  William.  Alexander  L..  who 
resides  in  the  city  of  Carrollton,  married  Miss 
Edna  Nihart,  of  Center  Township,  and  they 
have  two  children — Roxey  May  and  Horace  Del- 


bert. William  Ira,  now  a resident  of  the  city 
of  Canton,  Stark  County,  married  Miss  Susan 
Slusser.  of  that  place,  and  they  have  two  chil- 
dren— Richard  Charles  and  Ada  Marie.  Em- 
mett Earl,  the  youngest  of  the  children,  died 
at  the  age  of  twenty  months,  on  the  10th  of 
July,  1S96. 

Thomas  A.  Young.  Beside  being  a farmer 
Thomas  A.  Young,  of  Green  Township,  is  presi- 
dent of  the  First  National  Bank  of  Hopedale. 
He  was  one  of  the  promoters  when  it  was  or- 
ganized and  has  always  been  a member  of  the 
Board  of  Directors,  and  was  elected  president  of 
the  bank  in  1917.  He  is  a native  of  Wayne 
Township,  Jefferson  County,  born  June  20,  1855. 
His  father,  Samuel  Young,  was  born  December 
22,  1815,  in  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania, 
and  died  January  22,  1881.  On  June  12,  1852, 
Mr.  Young  married  Susan  Harrington.  She  was 
born  in  Erie  County,  New  York.  She  was  a 
daughter  of  Dwight  Gardner  and  Lydia 
(Searles)  Harrington. 

The  father  of  Samuel  was  Hiram  Young,  who 
was  born  in  Pennsylvania.  The  mother,  Mar- 
garet (Fraizer)  Young,  was  born  in  Ireland. 
Her  parents  came  to  America  when  she  was 
•young.  Samuel  was  the  only  son  of  Hiram 
Young.  As  a young  boy  Samuel  Young  came 
from  Pennsylvania  to  Wayne  Township,  Jeffer- 
son County,  Ohio,  with  an  uncle,  James  Fraizer. 
He  grew  into  manhood  in  Wayne  Township,  and 
as  a young  man  began  farming  there.  He  ac- 
cumulated about  170  acres  of  land  and  remained 
there  till  his  death.  January  22,  1881. 

The  children  of  Samuel  and  Susan  Young  are: 
James  F.,  who  married  Ola  Blake  and  lives  at 
the  old  Young  homestead  in  Jefferson  County: 
Thomas  A.  Young,  the  subject  of  this  review: 
Lydia  Jane,  wife  of  D.  H.  Welch,  lives  at  Hu- 
ron, Ohio,  and  their  children  are  Willard,  Nel- 
lie, Olga,  Vern  and  Margaretta ; Samuel  L.  is 
a farmer  of  Wayne  Township,  Jefferson  County; 
Anna  E.  is  the  wife  of  J.  C.  Waggoner,  and 
lives  at  Bergholz;  Mary,  the  wife  of  G.  W.  Po- 
len,  lives  at  Akron,  and  they  have  a daughter, 
Gwendolyn : Flora  Estella  and  the  mother  are 
the  home  makers  for  Thomas  A.  Young,  who  is 
a bachelor  farmer  and  business  man  of  the  com- 
munity. They  are  Presbyterians. 

Mr.  Young’s  first  business  activities  were  in 
Jefferson  County.  In  1890  he  bought  the  farm 
in  Green  Township,  and  since  then  he  has  lived 
in  Harrison  County.  Since  living  there  he  has 
been  operating  a small  coal  mine  in  connec- 
tion with  the  farm  and  live-stock  business,  and 
beside  his  relation  to  the  First  National  Bank 
of  Hopedale  as  its  president  he  has  other  busi- 
ness interests  in  the  community. 

Harvey  T.  Elliott.  The  Elliott  family  of 
which  Harvey  T.  Elliott  of  Athens  Township  is 
a representative  have  been  in  Harrison  County 
for  many  "years.  He  was  born  October  17.  1883. 
in  Short  Creek  Township.  His  father  was  R. 
Wilson  Elliott  and  bis  mother,  Laura  Belle 
(Coulter)  Elliott.  The  mother  Is  a daughter  of 
Thomas  and  Mary  Ann  (Sloan)  Coulter,  her 
father  a Short  Creek  Township  farmer.  She 
was  the  youngest  of  the  following:  Sarah  Jane, 
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James,  Angel ine,  Robert  M.y  John  R.,  Thomas, 
Mary  Emellne  (deceased),  and  Laura  Belle. 
The  Coulters  were  members  of  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Harrlsvllle. 

R.  Wilson  Elliott,  father  of  H.  T.  Elliott,  was 
a Short  Creek  Township  farmer,  and  he  always 
lived  there.  His  children  are:  Mary  Emma, 

wife  of  Philip  C.  Morgan;  Harvey  T.;  Elmer 
C.,  who  entered  the  World  war  service  April  2, 
1918,  and  had  his  military  training  at  Camp 
Sherman.  He  was  a member  of  Company  D, 
One  Hundred  and  Third  Regiment  of  Infantry 
of  the  Eighty-Third  Division,  and  In  June,  1918, 
he  sailed  for  France.  He  landed  at  Brest,  on 
June  24,  and  was  transferred  from  the  Eighty- 
Third  to  the  Twenty-Sixth  Division,  where  he 
remained  until  he  was  mustered  out  after  the 
signing  of  the  armistice.  He  fought  in  the  St. 
Mihiel  Offensive  September  12  to  16,  1918,  In 
the  Marcheville  raid,  September  25  and  26,  and 
in  the  Verdun  Sector  from  October  20  until  the 
end  of  the  war,  November  11,  and  he  was  “over 
the  top”  five  times  in  hard  fought  battles.  He 
received  his  final  discharge  April  21,  1919,  at 
Camp  Sherman.  He  was  a little  more  than  a 
year  in  the  service  and  had  experiences  that 
will  never  be  forgotten.  There  was  an  oppor- 
tunity as  well  as  a burden  that  confronted  the 
young  men  of  America,  and  those  who  went 
overseas  and  those  who  only  had  training  for 
service  all  showed  their  patriotism  when  the 
freedom  of  the  whole  world  was  in  uncertainty. 
There  are  two  more  sisters:  Bessie  Belle,  wife 
of  Earl  Lamborn,  and  Georgiana,  who  married 
William  C.  Gillespie,  of  Athens  Township.  R. 
W.  Elliott  the  father,  died  in  1900.  His  widow 
survives,  living  In  New  Athens.  She  Is  a mem- 
ber of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church. 

H.  T.  Elliott  had  educational  advantages  In 
Short  Creek  Township,  and  he  had  one  year  at 
the  Band  Box  School,  then  attended  public 
school  at  Harrlsvllle.  In  1911  he  married 
Gretta  Lyle,  daughter  of  George  and  Nancy 
Jane  Gillespie.  Mr.  Elliott  began  farming  on 
the  Anthony  Aukerman  place  in  Short  Creek 
Township,  but  in  the  spring  of  1913  they  re- 
moved to  the  farm  in  Athens  Township  on  the 
Cadiz  and  New  Athens  pike  where  he  Is  engaged 
in  general  farming,  combined  with  livestock, 
and  where  he  has  102%  acres.  Their  children 
are:  Alvin,  born  March  4,  1912;  Clifford  L., 

born  November  10,  1913,  and  Harvey  W.,  bora 
December  3,  1919. 

The  parents  of  Mrs.  Elliott  were  born  in  Bel- 
mont County,  but  they  removed  to  Short  Creek 
Township  when  they  were  first  married.  The 
father  died  In  1907,  in  Short  Creek  Township, 
but  his  widow  survives.  Their  children  are: 
Walter  G.,  Harvey,  Joseph,  Eleanor  (deceased) ; 
Gretta,  Frank  (deceased)  and  David.  The  fam- 
ily are  Presbyterians. 

Walter  Holle  has  been  numbered  arnong  the 
vigorous  representatives  of  farm  enterprise  in 
North  Township,  Harrison  County,  since  1911, 
when  he  came  from  his  native  state  of  West 
Virginia  and  purchased  his  present  excellent 
farm  of  eighty-five  acres.  Here  he  gives  his  at- 
tention to  well  diversified  agriculture  and  to 
the  raising  of  excellent  types  of  livestock,  in 


which  latter  department  he  specializes  in  the 
breeding  and  raising  of  pure-blood  and  regis- 
tered Poland-Chlna  swine.  In  personality  and 
industrial  achievement  he  has  proved  a valued 
and  popular  acquisition  in  the  county  of  his 
adoption. 

Mr.  Holle  was  bora  in  Doddridge  County, 
West  Virginia,  at  St.  Clara,  and  the  date  of  his 
nativity  was  August  25,  1854.  He  is  a son  of 
Ernest  and  Adaline  Holle,  his  father  having 
been  bora  in  Germany  and  having  been  young 
when  his  parents  came  to  America  and  estab- 
lished their  residence  in  Maryland,  from  which 
state  removal  was  later  made  to  Doddridge 
County,  West  Virginia.  Mrs.  Adaline  Holle  died 
in  1858,  when  her  son  Walter  was  but  four  years 
of  age,  and  her  husband  died  about  two  years 
later,  in  1860.  The  three  orphaned  children, 
Walter,  Henry  and  Mary,  were  reared  in  the 
home  of  kinsfolk  in  Doddridge  County,  and  Wal- 
ter, the  eldest  of  the  number,  was  so  young  as 
to  have  but  the  vaguest  memories  of  his  father 
and  mother,  the  while  he  regrets  that  their 
early  death  prevented  him  from  gaining  more 
than  the  most  meager  data  concerning  the  fam- 
ily history.  Henry,  his  younger  brother,  was 
still  a bachelor  at  the  time  of  his  death,  at  the 
age  of  thirty-one  years,  he  having  been  a con- 
ductor on  the  Baltimore  & Ohio  Railroad  be- 
tween Wheeling  and  Grafton.  Mary  C.,  the 
only  sister,  Is  the  wife  of  Lafayette  Nicholson, 
of  Coldwater,  West  Virginia,  and  they  have 
four  children-^Clarence,  Anna,  Dallas  and  Julia. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ernest  Holle  were  earnest  com- 
municants of  the  Lutheran  Church. 

Walter  Holle  gained  his  early  education  In 
the  public  schools  at  St  Clara,  West  Virginia, 
and  later  was  a student  for  two  terms  in  the 
normal  school  at  Fairmont,  that  state.  As  a 
young  man  he  devoted  a part  of  his  time  for 
eight  years  to  successful  service  as  a teacher 
in  the  schools  of  his  native  state,  and  he  then 
turned  his  attention  to  farm  enterprise  in  his 
native  county,  where  he  became  the  owner  of 
a farm  of  120  acres,  as  well  as  a farm  of  137 
acres  in  Lewis  County,  that  state.  In  1911  he 
sold  his  properties  in  West  Virginia  and  came 
to  his  present  attractive  farm  home  in  Harrison 
County,  where  gratifying  success  has  attended 
his  activities.  He  is  well  fortified  in  his  opin- 
ions concerning  governmental  and  economic  poli- 
cies, and  while  a resident  of  West  Virginia  he 
represented  his  native  county  in  the  State  Legis- 
lature during  three  different  terms-— those  of 
1891,  1893  and  1907.  During  his  last  term  he 
was  the  author  of  the  two-cent  railroad  fare 
bill  that  he  presented  and  the  passage  of  which 
he  was  primarily  instrumental  In  obtaining  in 
the  West  Virginia  Legislature.  He  was  other- 
wise influential  in  public  affairs,  and  during  the 
administration  of  Gov.  A.  B.  White  he  served 
four  years  as  a member  of  the  State  Board  of 
Agriculture  in  West  Virginia.  He  )and  his 
family  hold  membership  in  the  Methodist  Episco- 
pal Church  at  Scio. 

In  April,  1893,  was  solemnized  the  marriage 
of  Mr.  Holle  to  Miss  Emma  Zobrist,  who  was 
born  in  the  state  of  Connecticut,  a daughter 
of  Samuel  Zobrist.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Holle  be- 
came the  parents  of  six  children — Cora  E., 
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Retta  R.,  Alma  May,  Laura  E.,  Henry  S.  and 
Walter  M.  Cora  E.,  Alma  M.,  Laura  E.  and 
Walter  M.  are  deceased,  and  the  other  children 
remain  at  tbe  parental  home,  Miss  Retta  R.  be- 
ing at  the  time  of  this  writing  the  popular 
teacher  in  the  school  of  her  home  district. 

Robebt  T.  Spbatt,  postmaster  of  the  village 
of  Malvern,  Carroll  County,  has  been  the  ef- 
ficient and  popular  incumbent  of  this  federal 
office  since  1914,  and  prior  to  that  year  had  been 
for  some  time  engaged  in  tbe  grocery  business 
at  Malvern.  He  was  born  In  Malvern,  Brown 
Township,  this  county,  May  6,  1868,  and  is  a 
representative  of  a sterling  pioneer  family  of 
the  county.  He  Is  a son  of  Dr.  William  R. 
Spratt,  who  was  born  in  Brown  Township,  this 
county,  September  27,  1837,  a son  of  Andrew 
and  Jane  (Russell)  Spratt,  both  natives  of  Ire- 
land, where  the  former  was  born  in  County 
Dawn  in  1794,  and  the  latter  in  County  Tyrone. 
Andrew  Spratt  came  from  the  Emerald  Isle  to 
America  in  1819,  and  his  future  wife  made  the 
voyage  to  this  country  In  1822,  their  marriage 
having  been  solemnized  In  Pennsylvania,  where 
he  maintained  his  home  at  Cannonsburg  for 
several  years.  In  the  early  ’30s  Andrew  Spratt 
took  up  a tract  of  Government  land  in  Brown 
Township,  Carroll  County,  where  he  remained 
and  developed  the  productive  farm  which  con- 
tinued his  place  of  residence  for  many  years. 
He  finally  retired  and  removed  to  Waynesburg, 
Stark  County,  where  he  died  when  about  ninety- 
six  years  of  age,  his  wife  having  been  about 
eighty-five  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  her  death, 
and  both  having  been  zealous  members  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church.  Upon  coming  to  Ohio  he 
first  located  at  Waynesburg,  Stark  County,  in 
1827,  and  there  he  remained  until  coming  to 
Carroll  County,  as  noted  above.  Of  the  four 
children  the  eldest.  Nelson,  died  in  October, 
1916,  ten  days  prior  to  the  ninetieth  anniver- 
sary of  his  birth;  Ann  Jane  was  a resident  of 
Rome,  Kansas,  at  the  time  of  her  death;  Mary, 
eighty-five  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  this  writ- 
ing, in  1920,  is  a resident  of  Pond  Creek,  Okla- 
homa ; and  Dr.  William  R.  is  the  youngest  of 
the  number. 

Dr.  William  R.  Spratt  was  reared  on  the  old 
home  farm  in  Brown  Township,  and  after  hav- 
ing profited  by  the  advantages  of  the  common 
schools  he  pursued  a higher  course  of  academic 
study  at  Richmond  College  in  Jefferson  County. 
Thereafter  he  was  engaged  in  teaching  school 
for  ten  years,  and  in  the  meanwhile  he  formu- 
lated definite  plans  for  his  future  career.  In 
consonance  with  these  plans  he  began  reading 
medicine  under  the  preceptorship  of  Doctor  Akin 
at  Waynesburg,  and  later  he  continued  his 
studies  in  the  medical  department  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Michigan  at  Ann  Arbor.  Finally  he 
entered  the  celebrated  Starling  Medical  Col- 
lege at  Columbus,  now  the  medical  school  of 
the  University  of  Ohio,  and  in  this  institution 
he  was  graduated  as  a member  of  the  class  of 
1865.  During  the  long  intervening  period  of 
more  than  half  a century  Dr.  Spratt  has  been 
actively  engaged  in  the  practice  of  his  profes- 
sion at  Malvern,  Carroll  County,  as  one  of  the 
able  and  representative  physicians  and  sur- 


geons of  the  county  and  as  a citizen  who  holds 
high  vantage-place  in  popular  confidence  and 
esteem.  He  is  a member  of  the  American  Medi- 
cal Association,  the  Stark  County  Medical  So- 
ciety, the  Ohio  State  Medical  Society  and  the 
Canton  Medical  Society,  of  which  last  mentioned 
he  is  now  an  honorary  member,  and  he  is  one 
of  the  leading  and  veteran  members  of  the  Car- 
roll  County  Medical  Society.  He  is  an  ardent 
advocate  of  the  principles  of  the  Democratic 
party  but  has  never  been  an  aspirant  for  politi- 
cal office.  He  served  four  years  as  a member 
of  the  board  of  pension  examining  surgeons  for 
Carroll  County,  Is  affiliated  with  the  Masonic 
fraternity,  and  his  religious  faith  is  that  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  though  his  wife  and  chil- 
dren hold  membership  in  the  Methodist  Episco- 
pal Church. 

In  1866  was  solemnized  the  marriage  of  Doc- 
tor Spratt  to  Miss  Nancy  Thompson,  who  was 
born  in  Carroll  County  in  November,  1832,  a 
daughter  of  Robert  and  Sarah  (Downing) 
Thompson,  honored  pioneer  settlers  of  the 
county.  Of  them  more  specific  mention  will  be 
made  in  later  paragraphs.  Doctor  and  Mrs. 
Spratt  became  the  parents  of  three  children,  of 
whom  Robert  T.,  of  this  review,  is  the  eldest; 
Anna  J.  was  married  to  Emery  Miller,  of  Alli- 
ance, in  1905  and  after  his  death  in  1908  she 
• lived  at  the  home  of  her  parents  until  the  year 
1918,  when  she  married  Rudolph  Marchal  of 
Tulsa,  Oklahoma,  and  they  now  reside  at  Mal- 
vern; Irwin  died  at  the  age  of  twenty-five  years. 

Robert  Thompson,  father  of  Nancy  (Thomp- 
son) Spratt.  was  born  in  County  Tyrone,  Ire- 
land, in  1787,  a son  of  William  and  Margry 
(McCamey)  Thompson,  and  he  was  an  infant 
at  the  time  of  the  family  immigration  to  the 
United  States.  After  a tempestuous  voyage  of 
nine  weeks  the  family  arrived  In  the  city  of 
Philadelphia.  Pennsylvania,  in  August,  1789,  and 
soon  afterward  the  father  purchased  a farm 
near  McKeesport.  Westmoreland  County,  that 
state,  where  he  remained  until  1808,  when  he 
sold  his  farm  and  came  to  what  is  now  Carroll 
County,  where  he  became  one  of  the  earliest 
settlers  in  the  present  Brown  Township.  He 
reclaimed  a considerable  part  of  his  land  to 
cultivation  and  here  continued  to  reside  until 
his  death  In  1S21,  his  widow  passing  away  in 
1829.  They  became  the  parents  of  three  sons 
and  four  daughters — Robert,  Brown,  John, 
Margery,  Elizabeth.  Mary  and  Jane.  All  of  the 
daughters  married  and  all  remained  in  Carroll 
County  until  their  deaths  except  Margery,  who 
died  In  Stark  County.  Of  the  sons.  Brown  and 
John  died  while  serving  as  soldiers  in  the  War 
of  1812.  Robert,  the  surviving  son,  was  born  in 
County  Tyrone.  Ireland,  in  1787,  as  before 
stated,  and  was  reared  to  manhood  in  West- 
moreland County,  Pennsylvania,  he  having  been 
about  twenty-one  years  old  when  he  accom- 
panied his  parents  to  Ohio.  He  assisted  in  the 
reclamation  and  development  of  the  home  farm, 
which  came  into  his  possession  after  the  death 
of  his  parents.  In  1818  he  married  Miss  Sarah 
Downing,  daughter  of  James  and  Sarah  Down- 
ing, both  of  whom  were  of  Scotch  ancestry  and 
who  came  from  Virginia  to  Ohio  in  1806,  their 
home  being  established  on  a pioneer  and  em- 
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bryonic  farm  In  Sandy  Township,  Stark  County. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Downing  had  seven  children — 
James,  Hugh,  Adam,  Drusllla,  Susan,  Margaret 
and  Sarah.  James  Downing,  Sr.,  was  appointed 
by  the  Government  to  the  office  of  captain  of  a 
body  of  Indian  scouts,  assigned  to  duty  in  pro- 
tecting the  frontier  and  reporting  the  move- 
ments of  hostile  Indians.  In  this  service  he 
encountered  numerous  hardships  and  dangers, 
and  in  one  conflict  with  the  Indians  he  and  his 
companions  barely  escaped  capture  and  torture. 

Robert  Thompson  continued  to  reside  on  his 
father’s  old  homestead  until  he  too  was  called 
to  the  life  eternal,  and  he  made  the  place  one 
of  the  model  farms  of  its  day  in  Carroll  County. 
He  entered  service  and  started  for  Detroit  at 
the  time  of  the  War  of  1812,  but  when  General 
Hull  surrendered  the  Michigan  frontier  city 
and  garrison  to  the  enemy  Mr.  Thompson  and 
his  comrades  from  Carroll  county  were  dis- 
charged from  the  service.  He  was  a whig  in 
politics,  held  various  offices  In  his  township,  and 
he  was  one  of  the  substantial  and  influential 
men  of  Carroll  County,  where  he  accumulated 
1,000  acres  of  fine  land.  He  was  not  formally 
identified  with  any  religious  organization,  but 
attended  and  supported  the  Baptist  Church,  in 
which  his  wife  held  membership,  besides  which 
he  contributed  to  the  erection  of  the  Christian, 
Methodist  and  Presbyterian  Church  buildings  in 
the  village  of  Malvern.  His  death  occurred 
June  14,  1844,  and  he  left  his  widow  with  seven 
children,  of  whom  the  eldest,  James,  was  but 
sixteen  years  of  age.  A woman  of  self-reliance 
and  resourcefulness,  Mrs.  Thompson,  with  the 
aid  of  the  older  sons,  was  able  effectively  to 
retain  and  manage  the  large  farm  estate,  which 
remained  Intact  until  the  youngest  child  be- 
came of  age,  when  the  property  was  amicably 
divided  among  the  heirs,  the  mother  retaining 
the  old  homestead,  and  there  remaining  until 
her  death,  April  28,  1882,  when  eighty-two  years 
of  age.  Robert  and  Sarah  (Downing)  Thomp- 
son became  the  parents  of  eight  children,  the 
second  child,,  who  was  the  first  son,  having  died 
in  infancy.  The  names  of  the  other  children 
were  Margery  McCamey,  Lavinia,  James  Down- 
ing, John,  Nancy  Ann  (wife  of  Doctor  Spratt), 
William  Irvin  and  Arminta  Vienna.  All  of  the 
children  remained  in  Carroll  County,  married 
and  reared  their  children  except  Arminta,  who 
removed  with  her  husband  to  the  state  of 
Kansas. 

Robert  T.  Spratt  the  immediate  subject  of 
this  sketch,  continued  his  studies  in  the  public 
schools  until  he  had  duly  profited  by  the  ad- 
vantages of  the  Malvern  High  School,  and  there- 
after he  was  a student  in  turn  at  Scio  College 
in  Harrison  County  and  the  Duff  Business  Col- 
lege in  the  city  of  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania. 
In  1889  he  took  a position  as  clerk  In  the  hotel 
conducted  by  J.  W.  Burns  in  the  city  of  Can- 
ton, Stark  County,  and  later  he  formed  a part- 
nership and  became  associated  In  the  purchas- 
ing of  a hotel  at  Lima,  Allen  County.  There 
he  remained  five  years,  and  thereafter  he  was 
identified  with  the  hotel  business  at  St.  Louis, 
Missouri,  about  five  years,  after  which  he  re- 
turned to  his  native  county  and  engaged  In  the 
grocery  business  at  Malvern.  He  continued  this 


enterprise  several  years  and  on  the  1st  of 
May,  1914,  he  was  appointed  postmaster  of  the 
village,  a position  of  which  he  has  since  con- 
tinued the  efficient  incumbent.  It  is  needless 
to  say  that  Mr.  Spratt  Is  unflagging  in  his  sup- 
port of  the  cause  of  the  democratic  party,  and 
that  he  has  been  active  in  its  campaign  service 
and  councils  in  Carroll  County.  In  1912  he 
was  a presidential  elector  on  the  party  ticket, 
and  bad  the  distinction  of  drawing  the  luck 
card  which  authorized  him  to  bear  the  Ohio 
electoral  vote  to  the  national  capital  on  the  oc- 
casion of  the  first  election  of  President  Wilson. 
He  had  been  a delegate  to  the  Democratic  State 
Convention  at  Toledo,  where  he  was  made  presi- 
dential elector  from  his  district.  Mr.  Spratt  is 
affiliated  with  the  Knights  of  Pythias,  and  he 
holds  membership  in  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church.  Mrs.  Spratt  Is  a member  of  the  Catho- 
lic Church  of  Malvern,  Ohio. 

In  1902  was  solemnized  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Spratt  to  Miss  Mary  E.  Wall,  of  Chicago,  Illi- 
nois, and  they  have  two  children  living,  Robert 
W.  and  Katharine  Elizabeth.  Virginia,  the  old- 
est, died  when  twelve  years  of  age. 

William  M.  Walker,  deceased,  was  born  In 
Nottingham  Township,  September  4,  1856,  and 
was  a son  of  Lorenzo  D.  and  Eliza  M.  (Furney) 
Walker,  the  former  of  whom  was  born  in  Not- 
tingham Township  April  15,  1821,  and  the  lat- 
ter of  whom  was  born  at  Cadiz,  the  county  seat 
of  Harrison  County,  on  the  6th  of  July,  1823 — 
dates  that  indicate  that  the  respective  families 
were  founded  in  the  county  in  the  pioneer  period 
of  its  history.  Lorenzo  D.  Walker  was  a son  of 
Robert  and  Ruth  (Poulson)  Walker,  who  were 
bom  in  the  state  of  Maryland  and  who  became 
early  settlers  in  Nottingham  Township,  Har- 
rison County,  where  they  passed  the  remainder 
of  their  lives  and  where  Mr.  Walker  reclaimed 
and  developed  a good  farm,  both  he  and  his 
wife  having  been  specially  zealous  members  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and  their 
names  meriting  high  place  on  the  roll  of  the 
honored  pioneers  of  Harrison  County.  They 
became  the  parents  of  four  sons  and  one  daugh- 
ter— Wesley,  Wilson,  Nelson,  Lorenzo  D.  and 
Nancy,  who  married  John  Davis,  and  all  of  the 
children  are  now  deceased. 

Lorenzo  D.  Walker  passed  his  entire  life  in 
Nottingham  Township,  was  one  of  its  substan- 
tial farmers  and  representative  citizens,  and 
contributed  his  share  to  the  civic  and  indus- 
trial progress  of  the  county.  He  was  sixty-one 
years  of  age  at  the  time  of  his  death,  Decem- 
ber 21.  1882.  and  his  wife  passed  away  on 
June  23,  1910,  at  the  age  of  eighty-six  years, 
their  marriage  having  been  solemnized  October 
28.  1840.  Mrs.  Walker  was  a daughter  of 
Frederick  and  Deborah  (Harris)  Furney,  both 
of  whom  were  bora  in  the  state  of  Maryland, 
the  former’s  father,  Abraham  Furney,  having 
come  to  Harrison  County  in  the  early  pioneer 
days  and  having  become  a large  landholder  in 
Cadiz  Township,  where  he  improved  a farm  and 
where  he  passed  the  remainder  of  his  life. 
Frederick  Furney  likewise  achieved  prominent 
place  as  one  of  the  successful  farmers  of  Not- 
tingham Township,  where  occurred  the  deaths 
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of  both  himself  and  his  wife  when  they  were 
well  advanced  in  years,  Mrs.  Furney  having 
held  membership  in  the  Christian  Church.  They 
became  the  parents  of  seven  children:  Sophia, 

Mary  Ann,  Susan,  Catherine.  Alice,  Eliza  M.  and 
John.  Lorenzo  D.  and  Eliza  M.  (Furney) 
Walker  were  earnest  and  valued  members  of  the 
Bethel  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  In  Notting- 
ham Township.  They  became  the  parents  of 
four  children : Mary  A.,  who  died  October  30, 
1920;  Nancy  E.,  who  married  John  Forney  and 
is  deceased ; Frederick  W..  who  died  August  17, 
1920,  first  married  Leah  Randall  and  after  her 
death  he  wedded  for  his  second  wife  Mary  El- 
len; and  William  M„  of  this  sketch,  who  died 
May  30,  1920. 

William  M.  Walker  attended  the  district 
schools  of  his  native  township  and  early  began 
farming  and  stock  growing.  His  entire  active 
career  was  marked  by  close  attention  to  the 
basic  industries  of  agriculture  and  stock-grow- 
ing, and  he  resided  continuously  in  Nottingham 
Township  from  the  time  of  his  birth  until  his 
death.  Here  his  farm  enterprise  was  conducted 
with  marked  success  on  his  fine  farm  of  232 
acres,  and  this  and  an  adjoining  farm  consti- 
tuted his  only  place  of  residence  from  the  time 
of  his  nativity  to  his  death.  In  the  live-stock 
department  of  his  farm  industry  he  gave  spe- 
cial attention  to  the  raising  of  sheep  of  excel- 
lent grade  and  type.  He  ever  manifested  a 
loyal  support  to  measures  advanced  for  the 
general  good  of  the  community,  his  political 
allegiance  having  been  given  to  the  republican 
party,  and  his  wife  was  a devoted  member  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  Her  death  oc- 
curred December  30,  1915. 

February  7,  1886,  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Walker  to  Miss  Ella  C.  Mallernee,  daughter 
of  David  T.  and  Esther  (Irons)  Mallernee,  and 
a representative  of  a well-known  pioneer  family 
of  Harrison  County,  within  whose  borders  she 
passed  her  entire  life.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Walker 
became  the  parents  of  two  children : Frances 

C.  married  Janies  A.  Irons,  who  has  the  active 
management  of  the  Walker  farm;  and  Ernest 
R.  resides  in  the  city  of  Columbus,  Ohio. 

The  only  son,  Ernest  R.  Walker,  was  one  of 
Ohio’s  gallant  young  soldiers  in  the  nation’s 
service  in  connection  with  the  great  World  war. 
He  was  enrolled  on  the  15th  of  May.  1918,  and 
was  thereafter  in  training  at  Paris  Island  until 
the  22d  of  the  following  July,  when  he  was 
transferred  to  Quantico.  Virginia.  After  two 
weeks  of  discipline  at  the  latter  place  he  sailed 
for  France,  August  12.  1918,  on  the  TTnited 
States  marine  transport  “Henderson,”  from 
which  he  disembarked  at  Brest,  France,  on  the 
26tli  of  that  month.  He  was  assigned  to  the 
Eighty-Fourth  Company.  Sixth  Regiment,  of  the 
Sixth  United  States  Marine  Corps,  and  was  with 
his  command  in  action  on  the  St.  Mihiel  front 
and  also  on  the  Champagne  front.  Thereafter 
he  was  with  his  organization  on  the  Argonne- 
Meuse  sector,  and  thence  illness  caused  him  to 
be  sent  to  one  of  the  French  hospitals  on  the 
28th  of  October.  After  his  partial  recuperation 
he  remained  in  France  until  February  3.  1919, 
when  he  embarked  on  the  steamship  “Levia- 
than,” which  arrived  in  the  port  of  the  national 


metropolis  of  the  United  States  on  the  11th  of 
that  month.  Later  he  was  honorably  discharged 
at  Quantico.  Virginia.  His  record  is  one  of  ef- 
fective service  as  a member  of  the  American 
Marine  Corps,  which  won  high  honors  in  the 
great  conflict  on  foreign  shores.  On  January  18, 
1921.  he  received  his  medal,  voted  by  Congress, 
for  enlistment  and  good  conduct  while  in  service. 
He  is  at  present  circulation  manager  of  the 
National  Stockman  and  Farmer,  of  Pittsburgh. 
Pennsylvania. 

James  A.  Irons  was  born  in  Nottingham 
Township  on  June  30,  1887,  the  son  of  Jasper  J. 
and  Amanda  J.  (Poison)  Irons.  On  August  2, 
1917.  he  married  Frances  C.  Walker. 

Preston  H.  Dickerson.  A well  known  and 
successful  farmer  of  Short  Creek  Township, 
Preston  H.  Dickerson  materially  assists  in  main- 
taining the  reputation  of  Harrison  County  as 
a superior  agricultural  region,  the  results  of 
his  labors  bearing  evidence  of  the  fertility  of 
the  soil  and  of  the  good  judgment  he  exercises 
in  his  farming  operations.  A son  of  the  late 
Thomas  Hudson  Dickerson,  he  was  born  March 
19,  1869,  in  the  township  where  he  now  resides, 
coming  from  pioneer  ancestry. 

Thomas  Hudson  Dickerson  was  born  June  8, 
1832,  in  Cadiz  Township,  Harrison  County. 
Ohio,  being  a son  of  Hiram  Dickerson.  Reared 
to  agricultural  pursuits  Thomas  Hudson  be- 
gan  farming  on  his  own  account  in  Short  Creek 
Township,  but  later  continued  similarly  em- 
ployed for  a time  in  Athens  Township,  Har- 
rison County.  Returning  to  Short  Creek  Town- 
ship,  he  resumed  his  agricultural  labors,  and 
was  there  engaged  in  general  farming  until  his 
death,  March  31,  1883.  while  yet  in  manhood’s 
prime.  He  married,  March  23,  1854,  Hannah 
McCoy,  who  was  born  January  31,  1834,  and 
died  October  3,  1907.  Her  father.  Thomas  Mc- 
Coy. a son  of  John  and  Susanna  McCoy,  was 
born  February  13,  1791,  and  married  Hannah 
Walker,  who  was  born  August  7,  1794,  a daugh- 
ter of  Ebenezer  and  Mary  (Major)  Walker. 
Ten  children  were  born  of  the  union  of  Thomas 
and  Hannah  McCoy,  as  follows:  Mary,  born 

May  11,  1914;  John,  September  23,  1816:  Mar- 
garet, February  2,  1819;  Susanna,  October  20. 
1821:  Elizabeth,  February  26.  1824;  Ebenezer. 
December  24,  1826;  Thomas,  March  19,  1829; 
Sarah.  January  28,  1832:  Hannah.  January  31, 
1834;  and  Gabriella,  born  October  6,  1836. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Thomas  Hudson  Dickerson  be- 
came the  parents  of  ten  children  also,  namely: 
Granville  M.,  born  March  9,  1855,  died  February 
13,  1882:  Ella  M.,  born  November  4.  1856;  Mary 
Bell,  born  October  2,  1858:  Cleorn,  whose  birth 
occurred  November  26,  1860,  and  her  death  in 
March,  1919;  Ira  E.,  born  April  14.  1863,  died 
January  12,  1864;  Everett  B.,  born  January  26, 
1865:  Gilbert,  born  November  24,  I860;  Pres- 
ton II..  the  special  subject  of  this  brief  sketch; 
Lillian,  born  April  11,  1871,  died  June  29,  1901; 
and  Alfred,  born  February  19,  1874.  The  par- 
ents were  both  trustworthy  members  of  the 
Dickerson  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and 
reared  their  children  in  the  same  religious  faith. 

Acquiring  his  early  education  in  the  rural 
schools  of  his  native  township,  Preston  H.  Dick-

ereon  began  when  young  to  perform  his  shore 
of  the  mannal  labor  incidental  to  farm  life. 
Becoming  familiar  with  the  theory  and  practice 
of  agriculture,  he  has  made  farming  his  life 
occupation.  In  1911  he  bought  his  present  farm 
of  sixty-six  acres  in  Short  Creek  Township,  and 
in  its  management  has  met  with  excellent  suc- 
cess, being  numbered  among  the  more  prosper- 
ous farmers  and  stock  raisers  of  his  community. 

On  February  9,  1898,  Mr.  Dickerson  was 
united  in  marriage  with  Iva  Grace  Singer,  a 
daughter  of  Albert  and  Cynthia  (Shields)  Sin- 
ger. Active  in  public  affairs,  Mr.  Dickerson 
served  during  four  years  as  a trustee  of  Short 
Creek  township,  and  for  two  years  was  presi- 
dent of  the  board.  Both  he  and  his  wife  are 
valued  members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  at 
Adena. 

James  E.  Wallace.  Washington  County, 
Pennsylvania,  has  contributed  a good  many 
families  to  the  population  of  Harrison  County, 
Ohio,  and  James  E.  Wallace,  of  Athens  Town- 
ship, was  born  there  February  7,  1891,  a son 
of  Beverage  Wallace.  His  mother  is  Elizabeth 
(Richmond)  Wallace.  They  were  farmers  in 
Pennsylvania  until  1903,  when  they  removed  to 
Green  Township,  Harrison  County.  Ohio. 

For  five  years  Mr.  Wallace  farmed  near 
Union  vale,  when  he  sold  the  land  and  bought 
again  in  Cadiz  Township,  where  he  died  Janu- 
ary 4,  1912.  He  had  two  sons:  James  E.  and 
Archie  Joseph  Wallace.  Mrs.  Wallace  later  be- 
came the  wife  of  William  Patterson,  one  of  the 
commissioners  of  Harrison  County,  who  lives 
near  Jewett. 

The  Wallace  boys  went  to  school  in  Pennsyl- 
vania and  in  Ohio.  Until  his  marriage.  May  15, 
1913,  to  Anna  Watson,  James  E.  Wallace  had 
farmed  the  homestead  in  Cadiz  Township.  Mrs. 
Wallace  is  a daughter  of  Adam  and  Mary 
(Cobbs)  Watson.  After  his  marriage  Mr.  Wal- 
lace lived  on  a farm  in  Green  Township  until 
November,  1918,  when  he  moved  to  the  farm  In 
Athens  Township  where  he  lives  today.  The 
farm  is  owned  by  Adam  Watson. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wallace  have  two  sons:  Arthur 
and  Russell.  The  family  are  members  of  Dick- 
erson Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  a rural 
church  near  them.  Adam  Watson,  father  of 
Mrs.  Wallace,  was  born  March  24,  1850,  and  is 
a native  of  Harrison  County.  He  is  a son  of 
John  W.  Watson.  He  married  Mary  Ann  Cobbs, 
a daughter  of  Dr.  Charles  Cobbs.  For  many 
years  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Watson  lived  on  the  farm, 
but  when  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wallace  came  to  it  they 
retired  to  New  Athens. 

William  I.  Stare,  of  Green  Township,  had 
not  lived  in  Harrison  County  until  1917,  when 
he  came  from  Wayne  Township.  Jefferson 
County.  He  was  born  July  24,  1844,  and  had 
always  lived  in  one  community.  His  father, 
William  Starr,  was  a native  of  Fayette  County, 
Pennsylvania,  and  the  mother,  Matilda  (Her- 
ford)  Starr  was  also  born  in  Pennsylvania. 
William  Starr  was  a pioneer  in  Jefferson 
County.  He  settled  on  a quarter  section  of  tim- 
ber land  and  reclaimed  it,  and  always  lived 


there.  The  farm  is  still  owned  by  the  Starr 
family.  It  so  often  happens  that  an  old  home- 
stead passes  out  of  the  family  ownership  when 
there  is  a division  necessary.  The  following 
children  were  born  to  William  and  Matilda 
Starr:  John  F.,  Eliza,  Joseph,  George,  Mary 
Ann,  Asenath,  Matilda,  Hannah,  William  I.,  and 
Louisa.  The  family  are  Baptists.  They  all  had 
the  common  school  advantages  of  the  time,  the 
district  school  of  Jefferson  County. 

As  a young  man  W.  I.  Starr  worked  for  his 
father  and  later  farmed  the  home  place  him- 
self. With  the  exception  of  two  years  he  lived 
in  Unionport  he  always  lived  at  the  old  home- 
stead. In  1917  he  removed  to  Harrison  County, 
locating  on  the  farm  in  Green  Township.  How- 
ever, he  still  owns  the  old  homestead  in  Jeffer- 
son County. 

In  1876  Mr.  Starr  married  Sarah  M.  Cole.  She 
is  a daughter  of  John  T.  and  Margaret  Ann 
(Blackburn)  Cole.  Their  oldest  daughter,  Lou- 
isa M.,  Is  the  wife  of  Ira  Stringer.  Their  other 
children  are:  Anna  C..  John  T.,  Roscoe,  George 
and  Mary.  John  and  Roscoe  own  a farm  of  148 
acres  together.  The  family  lives  on  it.  Mrs. 
Starr  belongs  to  the  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Hopedale. 

Elzy  McFadden  is  a representative  of  the 
fourth  generation  of  the  McFadden  family  In 
Harrison  County  and  owns  and  resides  upon  the 
fine  old  homestead  farm  in  Cadiz  Township  that 
figures  as  the  place  of  his  nativity.  Here  he 
was  born  August  26,  1858,  and  on  the  same  an- 
cestral farmstead  was  born  his  father,  Alexan- 
der J.  McFadden,  the  date  of  his  birth  having 
been  September  9,  1818.  and  his  early  experi- 
ences having  been  those  of  the  pioneer  farm  in 
the  midst  of  a semi-wilderness.  He  attended 
school  in  the  old  log  schoolhouse  in  the  vicinity 
of  his  home,  and  his  first  teacher,  John  Welch, 
later  became  a judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Ohio.  Alexander  McFadden  was  a son  of  Sam- 
uel and  Mary  (Milligan)  McFadden,  the  former 
a native  of  County  Cavan,  Ireland,  and  the  lat- 
ter of  Adams  County,  Pennsylvania.  Samuel 
McFadden  was  a son  of  Joseph  McFadden  and 
was  eight  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  the  fam- 
ily immigration  from  the  Emerald  Isle  to  Amer- 
ica, Joseph  McFadden  having  first  engaged  in 
farming  near  Middletown,  Pennsylvania,  and 
eventually  he  came  with  his  family  to  Harrison 
County,  Ohio,  and  obtained  land  in  the  present 
township  of  Cadiz,  where  he  reclaimed  a farm 
from  the  forest  and  where  he  and  his  wife 
passed  the  residue  of  their  lives. 

Samuel  McFadden  secured  eighty  acres  of 
land  near  Cassville,  Harrison  County,  but  with- 
in a short  time  purchased  160  acres  in  Cadiz 
Township — the  farm  now  owned  by  his  grand- 
son Elzy  McFadden,  of  this  review.  He  made 
this  one  of  the  productive  farms  of  the  county 
and  here  he  remained  until  his  death,  on  the 
eighty-fourth  anniversary  of  his  birth,  ne  died 
in  1870,  his  wife  having  passed  away  at  the  age 
of  sixty-seven  years.  Samuel  McFadden  erected 
on  his  farm  one  of  the  first  brick  houses  in  Ca- 
diz Township,  and  he  was  one  of  the  substantial 
citizens  and  honored  pioneers  of  the  county  at 
the  time  of  his  death.  He  and  his  wife  were 
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devout  members  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church,  in  which  he  served  as  an  elder  for 
many  years.  Of  their  six  children  Jane  be- 
came the  wife  of  James  Love,  of  Archer  Town- 
ship; Elisabeth  married  John  MeboHln  and  like- 
wise remained  in  Harrison  County  until  her 
death;  Alexander  J.  was  the  father  of  the  sub- 
ject of  this  review;  and  Mary,  George  and  Jo- 
seph died  in  earlier  life  than  did  the  other  three 
children. 

Alexander  J.  McFadden  continued  to  reside 
on  the  old  homestead  farm — the  place  of  his 
birth — until  the  close  of  his  long  and  useful  life, 
and  was  a man  who  commanded  unqualified 
popular  esteem.  June  29,  1846,  recorded  his 
marriage  to  Miss  Elizabeth  Barger,  daughter  of 
the  late  Valentine  Barger,  another  of  the  ster- 
ling pioneers  of  Cadiz  Township,  and  within  a 
short  time  after  their  marriage  they  moved  into 
the  new  house  which  he  had  built  on  the  home 
farm  and  in  which  they  passed  the  gracious 
evenings  of  their  lives,  though  for  a few  years 
they  resided  in  the  village  of  Cadiz.  Both  were 
zealous  members  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church.  Mr.  McFadden  passed  to  the  life  eter- 
nal in  1905,  his  loved  wife  having  preceded  him 
in  death.  They  became  the  parents  of  four  chil- 
dren : Joseph,  who  died  when  young ; Mary 

Jane,  who  has  never  married  and  resides  in 
Cadiz;  Martha  A.,  who  became  the  wife  of 
X Law  McFadden  and  now  resides  at  Cadiz, 
^ber  husband  being  deceased;  and  Elzy,  whose 
name  initiates  this  sketch.  The  father  was 
•'Originally  a whig  and  later  a republican  in  poll- 
•4tics,  his  first  presidential  vote  having  been  cast 
for  Gen.  William  Henry  Harrison. 

ffiEiy  McFadden  is  indebted  to  the  district 
gcboots  of  Cadiz  Township  for  his  early  educa- 
tional training,  and  on  the  old  home  farm  he 
early  gained  practical  knowledge  of  the  most 
approved  methods  of  agriculture  and  stock- 
growing. It  is  a source  of  enduring  satisfac- 
tion to  him  that  he  retains  as  his  home  the  old 
farm,  which  is  endeared  to  him  by  many  gra- 
cious memoirs,  and  here  he  has  made  an  admir- 
able record  in  his  independent  activities  as  an 
agriculturist  and  stockraiser.  His  landed  estate 
now  comprises  277  acres  of  the  valuable  land 
of  Cadiz  Township,  and  here  he  gave  special 
attention  for  fully  a quarter  of  a century  to  the 
breeding  and  raising  of  the  finest  type  of  Amer- 
ican merino  sheep,  his  exhibition  of  sheep  at  the 
•county  fairs  having  gained  many  premiums.  He 
has  not  been  engaged  in  the  raising  of  this  pure- 
blood  type  of  sheep  during  the  past  several  years, 
the  farm  being  given  more  specifically  to  diver- 
sified agriculture  at  the  present  time.  Mr.  Mc- 
Fadden is  liberal  and  progressive  as  a citizen, 
is  a republican  in  politics  and  he  and  his  wife 
hold  membership  in  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  at  Cadiz. 

On  May  17,  1881,  was  solemnized  the  mar- 
riage of  Mr.  McFadden  to  Miss  Elizabeth  Jami- 
son, who  was  bom  and  reared  in  Cadiz  Town- 
ship, a daughter  of  William  and  Sarah  Jamison. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  McFadden  have  two  children, 
Rhetta,  the  wife  of  Alexander  W.  Kirkpatrick, 
of  New  Philadelphia,  Tuscarawas  County,  and 
they  have  two  sons,  Edwin  Elliott  and  Dale 


Sberwin;  and  Mabel  Jeanette,  the  wife  of  Rob- 
ert E.  McDowell,  of  Ashtabula.  Ohio,  now  re- 
siding in  Cleveland. 

Joseph  R.  Patton  is  one  of  the  progressive 
representatives  of  farm  industry  In  his  native 
township  and  is  a member  of  an  old  and  hon- 
ored family  of  Harrison  County.  He  was  bora 
in  Rumley  Township,  this  county,  on  the  23d  of 
November,  1860,  the  place  of  his  nativity  hav- 
ing been  the  farm  now  owned  by  Sampson 
Shearer.  He  is  a son  of  Robert  T.  and  Eliza- 
beth (Markley)  Patton,  the  former  of  who  was 
bora  in  Fayette  County,  Pennsylvania,  and  the 
latter  in  Rumley  Township,  Harrison  County, 
Ohio,  a daughter  of  Daniel  and  Katherine 
(Everhart)  Markley.  Mrs.  Katherine  Markley 
was  a daughter  of  John  Everhart,  and  the  fam- 
ily name  of  her  mother  was  Miller.  Her  ma- 
ternal grandfather  enlisted  at  Woodstock,  Vir- 
ginia, for  service  in  the  war  of  the  Revolution. 
Rev.  Peter  Muhlenburg,  while  preaching  from 
his  pulpit  one  Sunday  morning  finally  threw 
aside  his  clerical  vestments  and  called  for  vol- 
unteers to  serve  in  the  revolutionary  army,  and 
Miller  was  one  of  those  who  responded  to  this 
vigorous  call  of  patriotism,  and  he  served  in  the 
command  of  General  George  Washington.  Dan- 
iel Markley  was  a son  of  Mathias  and  Catherine 
(Arnold)  Markley,  who  were  bora  in  Somerset 
County,  Pennsylvania,  where  their  marriage 
was  solemnized  and  whence  they  came  to  Har- 
rison County,  Ohio,  in  1806.  Mr.  Markley  be- 
came one  of  the  earliest  settlers  in  German 
Township,  where  he  obtained  320  acres  of  Gov- 
ernment land  and  began  reclaiming  a farm  from 
the  forest  wilds.  He  eventually  removed  to 
Holmes  County,  where  his  death  occurred  about 
the  year  1845.  His  son  Daniel  was  born  at 
Glade,  Somerset  County,  Pennsylvania,  in  1796, 
and  was  about  ten  years  old  at  the  time  of  the 
family  removal  to  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  where 
he  was  reared  to  manhood  on  the  frontier  farm 
in  German  Township.  In  1823  he  took  posses- 
sion of  eighty  acres  of  Government  land  In 
Rumley  Township,  and  there  he  developed  the 
productive  farm  which  continued  his  place  of 
residence  until  his  death  in  1842,  as  a result  of 
Injuries  received  while  he  was  assisting  in  the 
raising  of  a barn  on  his  farm.  His  wife  sur- 
vived him  by  a number  of  years,  both  having 
been  communicants  of  the  Lutheran  Church. 
They  had  seven  children — David,  John,  Mary, 
Eva  Anna,  Mathias,  Sarah  and  Elizabeth. 

Joseph  and  Anna  (Gallaway)  Patton,  paternal 
grandparents  of  the  subject  of  this  review,  were 
born  and  reared  in  Pennsylvania,  where  their 
marriage  was  solemnized.  About  the  year  1830, 
with  team  and  wagon,  Joseph  Patton  came  with 
his  wife  and  their  five  children  from  Fayette 
County,  Pennsylvania,  to  Harrison  County, 
Ohio,  where  he  established  a home  on  a farm 
in  Rumley  Township.  There  he  continued  as  a 
substantial  farmer  during  practically  the  re- 
mainder of  his  active  career,  but  the  last  few 
years  of  his  life  were  spent  in  German  Town- 
ship. He  and  his  wife  held  membership  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church.  Their  children  were  six 
in  number — John  W.,  Robert  T.,  Mary,  Samuel 
G.,  Nancy  and  Ross  Joseph.  Joseph  Patton  was 
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a son  of  John  and  Patsie  (Woodrow)  Patton, 
who  were  born  In  Ireland  and  who  became  pio- 
neer settlers  In  Fayette  County,  Pennsylvania. 

Robert  T.  Patton  was  a lad  of  about  ten  years 
at  the  time  when  the  family  home  was  estab- 
lished in  Harrison  County,  and  he  was  reared 
and  educated  in  Rumley  Township,  where  he 
continued  his  alliance  with  farm  enterprise  un- 
til about  the  year  1882,  when  he  removed  to 
Jefferson  County  and  engaged  in  the  operation 
of  a saw  mill.  He  there  remained  until  his 
death,  which  occurred  in  1908,  and  his  widow 
died  December  26,  1920.  Of  the  two  children 
Joseph  R.,  of  this  review  is  the  elder.  Robert 
J.,  a resident  of  Jefferson  County,  married  Miss 
Lillie  Wood,  and  they  have  three  children — 
Clarence  S.,  Jesse  Earl  and  Harry. 

The  “Possum  Hollow”  School  in  district  No.  4, 
Rumley  Township,  afforded  Joseph  R.  Patton 
his  early  educational  advantages,  and  in  this 
township  he  continued  his  association  with  the 
work  of  the  home  farm  until  his  marriage  in 
1886.  Thereafter  he  here  devoted  five  years  to 
the  operation  of  the  farm  of  his  father-in-law, 
and  during  the  ensuing  five  years  was  engaged 
in  lumbering  enterprise  in  Jefferson  and  Carroll 
counties.  In  1906  he  returned  to  Rumley  town- 
ship and  located  on  the  farm  which  has  since 
continued  the  stage  of  his  successful  activities 
as  an  agriculturist  and  stock-grower  and  which 
comprises  142  acres.  He  is  a loyal  supporter 
of  the  cause  of  the  republican  party,  and  he 
and  his  wife  are  communicants  of  the  Lutheran 
Church  at  Germano. 

On  the  28th  of  December,  1886,  Mr.  Patton 
wedded  Miss  Ellen  N.  Sawvel,  daughter  of 
Michael  and  Elizabeth  Ann  (Slates)  Sawvel,  of 
Rumley  Township,  and  of  this  union  have  been 
bom  five  children:  Carl  E.  S.,  who  now  re- 

sides in  the  City  of  Canton,  Stark  County,  mar- 
ried Miss  Margaret  Spence  and  they  have  one 
son,  Walter  S. ; John  L.,  who  is  associated  with 
his  father  in  the  management  of  the  home  farm, 
married  Mrs.  Ethel  Turner,  and  they  have  one 
child,  Marie;  Vera  B.  died  at  the  age  of  sixteen 
years;  and  Nina  and  Frederick  died  in  early 
childhood. 

William  B.  Law,  Jr.,  has  developed  in  the 
village  of  Bowerston,  Harrison  county,  a sub- 
stantial insurance  business,  in  connection  with 
which  he  gives  special  attention  to  the  handling 
of  high-grade  securities,  as  local  representative 
of  the  well  known  Giger  & Jones  Company  of 
Canton,  Stark  County.  Aside  from  his  personal 
standing  as  one  of  the  representative  citizens 
and  business  men  of  Bowerston,  Mr.  Law  has 
the  distinction  of  being  a scion  of  an  old  and 
honored  pioneer  family  whose  name  has  been 
Identified  with  the  history  of  Harrison  County 
for  nearly  a century.  The  genealogy  traces 
back  to  John  Law,  who  was  bom  and  reared 
in  Ireland,  of  Scotch  ancestry,  and  who  became 
a physician,  school  teacher  and  civil  engineer 
In  his  native  land.  In  Ireland  was  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  John  Law  to  Miss  Elizabeth 
Lynn,  and  they  became  the  parents  of  two  sons 
and  seven  daughters,  the  son  Matthew,  grand- 
father of  him  whose  name  initiates  this  review, 
having  been  about  twenty  years  of  age  when  he 


accompanied  his  parents  and  the  other  children 
of  the  family  to  America.  It  was  in  the  year 
1826  that  John  Law  arrived  with  his  family  in 
Harrison  County,  Ohio,  where  he  took  up  860 
acres  of  Government  land  in  Monroe  Township, 
and  instituted  the  development  of  a farm  in  the 
midst  of  the  forest  wilda  With  the  aid  of  his 
two  sons  he  gradually  extended  the  area  of  cul- 
tivated land  about  the  pioneer  log  house,  the 
while  his  high  intellectuality  and  progressive 
ideas  made  him  a leader  in  community  affairs. 
This  sterling  pioneer  was  ninety-four  years  of 
age  at  the  time  of  his  death  In  June,  1862,  and 
his  widow  passed  away  in  the  spring  of  1864,  in 
her  eightieth  year,  the  names  of  both  meriting 
enduring  place  on  the  roll  of  the  honored  pio- 
neers of  Harrison  County. 

Matthew  Law  was  bom  in  Ireland  in  1806, 
and  was  a young  man  of  vigor  and  high  pur- 
pose when  he  came  with  his  parents  to  the  pio- 
neer home  in  Harrison  County,  where  he  did 
effective  service  in  the  clearing  and  developing 
of  the  frontier  farm.  He  continued  his  active 
association  with  farm  enterprise  in  Monroe 
Township  until  the  close  of  his  life.  March  31, 
1836,  recorded  his  marriage  to  Miss  Rebecca 
Bimey,  a member  of  one  of  the  prominent  pio- 
neer families  of  Green  Township,  this  county, 
and  they  settled  on  the  old  homestead  farm  of 
his  father.  They  became  the  parents  of  four 
children:  John,  father  of  the  subject  of  this 
sketch ; William  B.,  who  became  a representative 
farmer  in  North  Township,  as  did  also  Robert 
B. ; and  Jane,  who  died  In  infancy.  The  loved 
wife  and  mother  passed  to  the  life  eternal  in 
October,  1868,  at  the  age  of  forty-eight  years, 
and  Matthew  Law  passed  the  closing  years  of 
his  life  In  the  home  of  his  son  Robert  B.,  where 
he  died  on  the  9th  of  September,  1878,  both  he 
and  his  wife  having  been  zealous  members  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  Mr.  Law  was 
a man  of  influence  in  community  affairs,  and 
was  called  upon  to  serve  in  various  local  offices 
of  public  trust. 

John  Law  was  born  on  the  ancestral  home- 
stead farm  in  Monroe  Township,  and  the  date 
of  his  nativity  was  August  26,  1837.  His  early 
education  was  obtained  in  the  pioneer  schools, 
and  with  the  passing  years  unqualified  success 
attended  his  well  ordered  activities  as  a repre- 
sentative of  agricultural  and  live-stock  Industry 
in  his  native  township,  where  he  still  remains 
on  his  fine  farm  estate  of  more  than  eighty 
acres  and  where  he  is  held  in  high  honor  as 
one  of  the  venerable  native  sons  of  Harrison 
County.  He  is  a democrat  in  politics,  is  affili- 
ated with  Centennial  Lodge  No.  94,  Knights  of 
Pythias,  of  Bowerston,  and  is  a member  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  as  was  also  his 
devoted  wife,  who  passed  away  on  the  18th  of 
November,  1902. 

On  the  26th  of  February,  1862,  was  solemn- 
ized the  marriage  of  John  Law  to  Miss  Sarah 
Jane  Trimble,  who  was  born  in  Monroe  Town- 
ship and  who  was  a daughter  of  Robert  and 
Sarah  (Evens)  Trimble,  natives  of  Jefferson 
County,  Ohio,  where  the  respective  families 
settled  In  the  early  pioneer  days.  Robert 
Trimble  came  to  Harrison  County  about  the 
year  1833,  took  up  Government  land  in  Monroe 
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Township,  and  there  developed  the  farm  on 
which  he  and  his  wife  passed  the  remainder  of 
their  lives.  Mr.  and  Mra  Law  became  the  par- 
ents of  four  children : Robert  Elmer,  whose 
death  occurred  in  1913,  is  survived  by  his 
widow,  whose  maiden  name  was  Laura  McDev- 
itt;  Forbes  J.  married  Miss  Sadie  Palmer  and 
they  reside  at  Scio,  Harrison  County;  William 
B.  is  the  immediate  subject  of  this  review ; and 
Matthew,  who  is  still  a bachelor,  remains  with 
his  venerable  father  on  the  old  home  farm. 

William  B.  Law  found  the  period  of  his 
childhood  and  early  youth  compassed  by  the 
influences  of  the  home  farm  and  after  having 
availed  himself  of  the  advantages  of  the  district 
schools  of  Monroe  Township,  where  he  was  born 
on  the  26th  of  November,  1866,  he  was  for  two 
years  a student  at  Hagerstown  Academy. 
Thereafter  he  continued  his  association  with  the 
work  and  management  of  his  father’s  farm 
until  August  1,  1803,  when  he  established  his 
residence  at  Bowerstown  and  purchased  a well 
established  general  insurance  business  pre- 
viously conducted  by  S.  S‘.  Foutz.  He  has  con- 
tinued this  business  during  the  intervening 
years,  has  greatly  extended  its  scope  and  im- 
portance and  is  known  as  one  of  the  representa- 
tive insurance  underwriters  in  his  native  coun- 
ty, besides  which,  as  previously  noted,  he  gives 
attention  to  the  handling  of  approved  securities 
of  the  better  grade.  Mr.  Low  gives  his  support 
to  the  cause  of  the  democratic  party  and  is 
essentially  a broad-gauged  and  progressive  citi- 
zen. He  served  four  years  as  treasurer  of 
Monroe  Township,  two  years  as  township  clerk, 
and  several  terms  as  a member  of  the  village 
council  of  Bowerston.  He  is  an  active  member 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  at  Bowers- 
ton, and  his  wife  Is  a communicant  of  the 
Lutheran  Church,  in  the  faith  of  which  she  was 
reared. 

Christmas  day  of  the  year  1903  was  marked 
by  the  marriage  ceremony  that  united  the  life 
destinies  of  Mr.  Law  and  Miss  Maude  A.  Ar- 
baugb.  Mrs.  Law  likewise  was  bom  and  reared 
in  Harrison  County  and  is  a daughter  of  Wil- 
liam and  Emily  Arbaugh.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Law 
have  one  child,  Helen  J.,  who  was  born  March 
19,  1908. 

Samuel  G.  Shotwell,  whose  death  occurred 
at  his  home  in  Carrollton  June  11,  1919,  passed 
the  major  portion  of  his  life  in  Carroll  County, 
where  he  not  only  became  the  owner  of  a valu- 
able farm  property  but  also  followed  the 
carpenter’s  trade  as  a contractor  and  builder 
for  a term  of  years.  His  influence  in  the  com- 
munity was  that  of  a broad-minded,  loyal  and 
upright  citizen,  and  he  commanded  the  unquali- 
fied esteem  and  confidence  of  his  fellow  men. 

Mr.  Shotwell  was  born  in  Tuscarawas  County, 
Ohio.  August  23,  1848.  and  was  a son  of  Jacob 
and  Mary  (Carlyle)  Shotwell,  who  were  early 
settlers  in  that  county,  whence  they  finally  came 
to  Carroll  County,  where  they  passed  the  re- 
mainder of  their  lives.  The  father  was  a stone- 
mason by  trade,  but  the  greater  part  of  his 
career  was  marked  with  close  association  with 
farm  enter]) rise.  He  was  a republican  in  poli- 
tics and  served  a number  of  years  as  justice  of 


the  peace  in  Carroll  County.  His  death  oc- 
curred In  1887,  and  his  wife  passed  away  In 
1882. 

Samuel  G.  Shotwell  found  the  period  of  his* 
childhood  and  early  youth  compassed  by  the 
influence  and  activities  of  the  home  farm,  and 
after  having  profited  duly  by  the  advantages 
of  the  common  schools  he  learned  the  trade  of 
carpenter,  in  which  he  became  a skilled  artisan. 
He  became  the  owner  of  a valuable  farm  In 
Union  Township,  Carroll  County,  and  there  he 
continued  his  successful  activities  as  an  agri- 
culturist and  stock-grower  until  1905,  when  he 
sold  the  property  and  removed  to  Carrollton. 
Here  he  erected  a modern  and  specially  attrac- 
tive residence  on  Lisbon  Street,  where  he  lived 
virtually  retired  until  his  death  and  where  his 
widow  still  maintains  her  home.  Mr.  Shotwell 
took  a lively  interest  in  public  affairs,  espe- 
cially In  his  home  community,  was  a republican 
in  politics  and  served  two  terms  as  county 
commissioner.  He  was  affiliated  with  the 
Masonic  fraternity  and  was  a zealous  member 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  ns  is  also 
his  wife. 

On  the  13th  of  December,  1887,  was  solemn- 
ized the  marriage  of  Mr.  Shotwell  to  Miss 
Angeline  Hanlin,  who  was  born  in  Washington 
County,  Pennsylvania,  a daughter  of  Grant  and 
Sarah  (Fink)  Hanlin,  both  likewise  natives  of 
that  county.  The  father  was  a miller  by  trade 
but  devoted  the  greater  part  of  his  active  life 
to  farm  Industry.  He  died  in  1913,  at  the 
patriarchal  age  of  ninety  years,  and  his  widow 
passed  to  the  life  eternal  in  1915,  aged  eighty- 
eight  years,  both  having  been  earnest  members 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and  his 
political  allegiance  having  been  given  to  the 
republican  party.  Mr.  Hanlin  was  a son  of 
Alexander  Hanlin,  who  was  a pioneer  farmer  of 
Washington  County,  Pennsylvania,  where  he 
remained  until  his  death.  Grant  Hanlin  was 
next  to  the  youngest  son  in  a family  of  nine 
sons  and  one  daughter.  Alexander  Hanlin  was 
born  in  Ireland,  as  was  also  his  wife,  whose 
maiden  name  was  Elizabeth  Scott,  the  family 
name  of  whose  mother  was  Grant.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Shotwell  became  the  parents  of  five  chil- 
dren, concerning  whom  brief  record  is  given  in 
conclusion  of  this  memoir:  Harry  died  in  in- 
fancy. Frank  H.  continued  his  studies  in  the 
public  schools  until  his  graduation  from  the 
high  school  at  Carrollton,  and  he  is  now  em- 
ployed in  the  office  of  American  Railway  Ex- 
press at  Massillon,  Stark  County.  In  1917  he 
entered  the  nation’s  military  service,  and  after 
being  for  a time  at  Camp  Sherman,  Ohio,  he 
was  assigned  to  duty  at  Fort  Bliss,  Texas, 
where  he  remained  until  the  close  of  the  World 
war.  when  he  received  his  honorable  discharge. 
Grant  Scott  Shotwell  was  graduated  from  the 
Carrollton  High  School,  and  when  the  nation 
became  involved  in  the  late  World  war  he 
entered  service  at  Camp  Sherman,  where  he 
received  his  preliminary  training.  He  later 
went  to  France,  where  lie  served  as  draftsman 
in  the  department  of  the  head  quartermaster 
of  the  American  Expeditionary  Forces,  where 
he  remained  until  after  the  signing  of  the  his- 
toric armistice.  He  returned  to  his  old  posi- 
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tlon  as  draftsman  in  the  City  of  Canton,  Ohio. 
Samuel,  likewise  a graduate  of  the  Carrollton 
High  School,  is  now  express  agent  at  Carroll- 
ton. Mary  Florence  graduated  with  the  class 
of  1920  in  the  Carrollton  High  School  and  is 
now  in  the  telephone  office  at  Carrollton. 

Joseph  G.  Lyle  was  born  on  the  farm  which 
is  the  stage  of  his  present  activities  as  an  agri- 
culturist and  stock-grower  in  Short  Creek  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County,  and  the  date  of  his 
nativity  was  April  15,  1884.  He  is  a son  of 
George  L.  and  Nancy  J.  (Gillespie)  Lyle,  and 
of  them  adequate  mention  is  made  on  other 
pages,  in  the  sketch  of  their  son  Robert  H., 
who  resides  on  a farm  adjoining  that  of  his 
brother  Joseph  G.,  of  this  review. 

After  having  profited  by  the  advantages  of 
the  public  schools  of  his  native  county  Joseph 
G.  Lyle  was  for  one  year  a student  in  the  Uni- 
versity of  Ohio.  Since  the  death  of  his  father 
he  has  been  actively  engaged  in  farming  on 
the  old  homestead,  of  which  he  is  now  the 
owner,  as  he  purchased  in  the  spring  of  1919 
the  interests  of  the  other  heirs  in  this  well 
improved  and  productive  tract  of  107  acres,  his 
effective  management  of  which  marks  him  as 
one  of  the  progressive  young  agriculturists  and 
stock-growers  of  his  native  county.  Since  1917 
he  has  given  special  attention  to  the  raising 
of  registered  Shorthorn  cattle,  of  which  he  is 
a successful  breeder.  His  prominence  and  en- 
terprise in  this  field  of  farm  industry  Is  in- 
dicated by  the  fact  that  he  is  serving  in  1921 
as  secretary  of  the  Shorthorn  Breeders’  Asso- 
ciation of  Harrison  County.  He  is  a democrat 
in  politics  and  is  a valued  member  of  the 
township  board  of  education.  Both  he  and  his 
wife  hold  membership  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church  at  New  Athens. 

December  5,  1912,  recorder  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Lyle  to  Miss  Frances  B.  Clark,  daughter 
of  William  E.  Clark,  of  St.  Clairsville,  Belmont 
County,  and  the  three  children  of  this  union 
are  Mary  Frances,  George  Bruce  and  Helen 
Gail. 

Andrew  J.  Clifford  is  the  owner  of  a large 
and  valuable  landed  estate  in  his  native  coun- 
ty and  is  a substantial  and  progressive  repre- 
sentative of  farm  industry.  He  was  born  in 
Green  Township,  Harrison  County,  November 
20,  1858.  and  In  this  township  he  Is  now  the 
owner  of  the  fine  old  homestead  farm  on  which 
he  was  born,  the  same  comprising  242  acres. 
He  resides,  however,  on  his  well  improved  farm 
of  180  acres  in  Short  Creek  Township. 

John  Clifford,  father  of  him  whose  name  in- 
itiates this  review,  was  born  in  County  Cavan, 
Ireland,  August  12,  1816,  a son  of  John  and 
Mary  (Byas)  Clifford,  the  father  having  been 
a farmer  In  the  Emerald  Isle,  where  he  died 
in  the  year  1822.  leaving  five  children — Mar- 
garet, Edward,  John,  Jr.,  Esther  and  Mary. 
Edward  and  Esther  came  to  America  in  1839, 
and  in  1841  the  widowed  mother  and  the  other 
children  likewise  came  to  this  country  and 
established  their  home  in  Harrison  County, 
Ohio,  where  the  son  Edward  had  previously 
located,  he  being  the  subject  of  an  individual 


record  on  other  pages  of  this  volume.  The  loved 
mother  passed  the  closing  years  of  her  life  in 
the  home  of  her  son  John,  whose  filial  devotion 
was  unstinted,  and  she  passed  to  the  life 
eternal  March  4,  1864.  She  was  a member  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  as  was  also  her  hus- 
band. 

John  Clifford,  Jr.,  was  reared  and  educated 
in  his  native  land  and  was  about  twenty-five 
years  of  age  when  he  came  to  the  United  States 
and  engaged  in  farm  enterprise  in  the  vicinity 
of  Cadiz,  Harrison  County.  A man  of  sterling 
character  and  marked  energy  and  business  acu- 
men, he  accumulated  and  developed  one  of  the 
valuable  landed  properties  of  Harrison  County, 
the  same  having  comprised  347  acres — partly  In 
Green  Township  and  partly  in  Short  Creek 
Township.  He  made  the  best  of  Improvements 
on  his  farm,  including  the  erection  of  a com- 
modious brick  house  of  two  stories,  and  he  con- 
tinued as  one  of  the  honored  and  influential 
exponents  of  farm  industry  in  this  county  until 
his  death,  at  the  venerable  age  of  eighty-three 
years.  He  was  a democrat  In  politics  and 
served  several  years  in  the  office  of  township 
trustee  of  Green  Township.  He  held  member- 
ship in  the  Presbyterian  Church  at  Cadiz,  as 
did  also  both  his  first  and  second  wives. 

December  29,  1852,  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Clifford  to  Miss  Mary  Ann  Jamison,  daugh- 
ter of  Andrew  Jamison,  a prominent  citizen  of 
Cadiz,  and  she  passed  to  eternal  rest  on  the 
2d  of  September,  1863.  Concerning  the  chil- 
dren of  this  union  the  following  brief  data  are 
available:  Mary,  who  was  bora  March  24,  1855, 
died  July  27,  1875;  Edward,  who  was  bora  De- 
cember 16,  1856,  is  individually  mentioned  on 
other  pages  of  this  work ; Andrew  J.,  subject  of 
this  review,  was  the  next  in  order  of  birth; 
John  Richey,  who  was  born  February  17,  1860, 
died  September  2,  1863,  on  the  same  day  as  did 
his  mother;  and  Sarah  Jane,  who  was  born 
June  4,  1861,  died  on  the  4th  of  September,  1863, 
there  having  thus  been  three  deaths  in  the 
family  circle  in  a single  month.  In  1866  Mr. 
Clifford  was  united  In  marriage  to  Miss  Anna 
Crosky,  a daughter  of  the  late  William  Crosky, 
of  Green  Township,  and  they  became  the  par- 
ents of  two  children — Anna,  born  August  17, 
1867,  and  William,  bora  June  4,  1871.  Mrs. 
Anna  (Crosky)  Clifford  was  about  seventy-eight 
years  of  age  at  the  time  of  her  death. 

Andrew  J.  Clifford  was  reared  under  the 
benignant  discipline  of  the  home  farm  and 
gained  his  youthful  education  In  the  district 
schools.  He  has  been  continuously  associated 
with  agricultural  and  live-stock  Industry  in  his 
native  county  from  his  boyhood  to  the  present 
time,  and  is  known  as  one  of  the  specially  pro- 
gressive and  successful  farmers  of  the  county. 
His  marriage  occurred  in  1891,  and  he  has  since 
been  actively  engaged  In  farm  enterprise  in 
Short  Creek  Township,  where  he  gives  consid- 
erable attention  to  the  breeding  of  registered 
Shorthorn  cattle  and  Percheron  horses.  He  also 
gives  his  supervision  to  his  valuable  farm  prop- 
erty in  Green  Township,  this  being  a part  of 
the  fine  landed  estate  accumulated  by  his  hon- 
ored father.  He  is  a democrat  in  his  political 
r.llegiance,  has  served  as  trustee  of  Short  Creek

Township,  and  is  loyal  and  liberal  in  support 
of  measures  tending  to  advance  the  general 
welfare  of  the  community.  Both  he  and  his 
wife  hold  membership  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church  at  Cadiz. 

In  1891  was  solemnized  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Clifford  to  Miss  Elizabeth  M.  Moo  rehead,  who 
likewise  was  bora  and  reared  in  Harrison 
County,  and  they  have  three  children — Anna 
Virginia,  John  M.  and  Mary  Hilda.  Mrs.  Clif- 
ford is  a daughter  of  Morrison  and  Jane  (Os- 
burn)  Moorehead,  the  former  of  whom  was 
bora  In  Green  Township,  this  county,  September 
7,  1838,  and  the  latter  was  born  in  Archer 
Township  April  26,  1842,  a daughter  of  Samuel 
Osbura.  The  parents  of  Morrison  Moorehead 
were  Samuel  and  Sarah  (Holmes)  Moorehead, 
both  natives  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania, 
where  the  former  was  bora  in  Adams  County 
in  1796,  and  the  latter  in  Washington  County, 
a daughter  of  William  Holmes.  Samuel  Moore- 
head and  his  father,  John,  were  numbered 
among  the  very  early  settlers  in  Green  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County,  Ohio,  where  the  father 
passed  the  remainder  of  his  life.  Samuel  be- 
came one  of  the  substantial  farmers  of  the 
county  and  was  influential  in  public  affairs  in 
the  early  days.  He  served  as  one  of  the  asso- 
ciate Judges  of  the  county  court  and  was 
familiarly  known  as  Judge  Moorehead.  He  like- 
wise served  as  a soldier  in  the  War  of  1812. 
and  he  and  his  wife  were  venerable  pioneer 
citizens  of  the  county  at  the  time  of  their 
deaths,  both  having  been  members  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church.  They  became  the  parents  of 
five  children — Holmes,  Eliza  (Mrs.  Samuel 
Gray),  Sarah  (Mrs.  Samuel  Thompson),  John 
and  Morrison. 

Morrison  Moorehead  acquired  his  early  edu- 
cation In  the  pioneer  schools  of  Archer  Town- 
ship, and  there  his  marriage  occurred.  In  1871 
he  removed  to  the  farm  now  operated  by  his 
son  Laverne  A.  in  Green  Township,  where  he 
continued  his  activities  as  one  of  the  representa- 
tive farmers  of  the  county  until  1900.  He  then 
retired  and  moved  to  Cadiz,  where  he  remained 
until  his  death,  April  30,  1918,  his  widow  still 
maintaining  her  home  in  that  city.  Mr.  Moore- 
head was  in  the  100-days*  service  in  the  Civil 
war,  as  a member  of  the  One  Hundred  and 
Seventieth  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry.  His  wife 
was  a member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  x 

Thomas  S.  Wood.  North  Township,  Harrison 
County,  credits  Mr.  Wood  with  being  one  of  Its 
progressive  farmers  and  sterling  citizens,  and 
he  has  resided  on  his  present  farm  of  100  acres 
since  the  spring  of  1917.  Since  the  property 
has  come  into  his  possession  he  has  employed 
the  vigorous  methods  and  enterprising  policies 
which  make  for  success  in  both  agricultural  and 
live-stock  industry.  He  became  a resident  of 
this  county  in  1904,  and  from  that  year  until 
he  purchased  his  present  farm,  a period  of  thir- 
teen years,  he  was  associated  in  partnership 
with  his  brother-in-law,  George  L.  Poulson,  In 
the  operation  of  a dairy  farm  in  North  Town- 
ship. 

Thomas  S.  Wood  was  bora  in  Goshen  Town- 
ship, Belmont  County,  Ohio,  on  the  24th  of 


March,  1876,  and  is  a son  of  Mahlon  and  Re- 
becca (Turner)  Wood,  both  of  whom  were  bora 
and  reared  in  Belmont  County,  where  they 
passed  their  entire  lives  and  where  the  father 
was  one  of  the  representative  farmers  of  Goshen 
Township  at  the  time  of  his  death,  in  December, 
1916,  his  widow  passing  away  in  the  following 
years  and  both  having  been  earnest  members 
of  the  Christian  Church.  They  are  survived  by 
eight  children — Emma,  Belle,  Anna,  Hattie, 
Frederick,  Thomas  S.,  Elsie  and  Azora.  Wil- 
liam and  Rebecca  Wood,  paternal  grandparents, 
and  William  and  Martha  Turner,  maternal 
grandparents  of  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  were 
honored  pioneer  citizens  of  Belmont  County  at 
the  time  of  their  deaths. 

The  schools  of  his  native  township  afforded 
to  Thomas  S.  Wood  his  early  educational  dis- 
cipline, and  in  the  meanwhile  he  gained  valu- 
able experience  in  connection  with  the  activities 
of  the  home  farm,  with  the  management  of 
which  he  continued  his  association  five  years 
after  his  marriage.  Thereafter  he  rented  a 
farm  in  his  native  county  and  gave  his  atten- 
tion to  its  operations  until  1904,  when  he  came 
to  North  Township,  Harrison  County,  and  be- 
came associated  with  George  L.  Poulson  In 
dairy  farming,  as  previously  noted  Jn  this  con- 
text. He  is  loyal  to  all  the  duties  and  responsi- 
bilities of  civic  life.  He  and  his  wife  hold 
membership  in  the  Christian  Church. 

On  the  21st  of  June,  1898,  was  solemnized  the 
marriage  of  Mr.  Wood  to  Miss  Emma  Bolon, 
daughter  of  Alexander  and  Alice  Bolon,  of  Bel- 
mont County,  and  of  the  five  children  of  this 
union  the  first  bora,  Clovis  V.,  died  in  1917,  at 
the  age  of  eighteen  years.  The  surviving  chil- 
dren are  Hubert  W.,  Dora  M.,  Chester  8.  and 
Thelma  Margaret. 

James  J.  Hathaway,  M.  D.  It  has  been 
specially  gratifying  to  accord  in  this  publica- 
tion specific  recognition  to  so  appreciable  a 
number  of  the  representative  physicians  and 
surgeons  of  Carroll  and  Harrison  counties,  and 
of  the  number  Doctor  Hathaway,  who  is  estab- 
lished in  successful  general  practice  at  Carroll- 
ton, is  well  entitled  to  such  consideration. 

Doctor  Hathaway  was  bora  at  Wadsworth, 
Medina  County,  Ohio,  June  24,  1871,  and  is  a 
son  of  Rev.  Daniel  Elijah  and  Mary  (Reeves) 
Hathaway,  the  former  of  whom  was  born  at 
Wilson,  Niagara  County,  New  York,  In  1836, 
and  the  latter  was  born  at  Newark,  that  state. 
In  1835,  their  marriage  having  been  solemnized 
at  the  home  of  the  bride’s  parents,  James  H. 
and  Cornelia  (Adams)  Reeves,  of  Newark. 
Mrs.  Cornelia  (Adams)  Reeves  was  a member 
of  the  historic  old  Adams  family  of  Massachu- 
setts which  gave  two  presidents  to  the  United 
States — John  Adams  and  John  Quincy  Adams. 
Three  brothers  of  the  Adams  family  left  Massa- 
chusetts in  an  early  day  and  made  their  way 
on  foot  to  Wayne  County,  New  York,  many  of 
their  descendants  being  still  found  in  the  old 
Empire  state,  where  annual  reunions  of  the 
family  are  held. 

Alfred  J.  Hathaway,  paternal  grandfather  of 
Doctor  Hathaway,  was  born  at  Wilson,  Niagara 
County,  New  York,  and  there  was  solemnized 
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Ills  marriage  to  Miss  Pauline  Jeffrey.  In  1845 
they  removed  to  Michigan  and  Mr.  Hathaway 
became  a pioneer  farmer  near  the  present  City 
of  Battle  Creek,  Calhoun  County,  that  state, 
where  he  and  his  wife  passed  the  remainder  of 
their  llvea  Alfred  J.  Hathaway  was  a son  of 
Col.  Elijah  Hathaway,  who  served  as  a colonel 
In  the  War  of  1812  and  who  became  a pioneer 
settler  in  Niagara  County,  New  York,  which 
continued  his  place  of  residence  until  the  close 
of  his  life. 

Rev.  Daniel  E.  Hathaway  gained  his  prelimi- 
nary education  in  the  common  schools  of  Michi- 
gan and  later  completed  a course  of  study  at 
Oberlin  College,  Oberlin,  Ohio,  after  which  he 
attended  the  Congregational  Theological  Semi- 
nary maintained  in  connection  with  that  institu- 
tion and  was  there  graduated  in  1868,  in  which 
year  he  was  ordained  a clergyman  of  the  Con- 
gregational Church.  Prior  to  this,  while  a 
student  at  Oberlin,  in  1864,  he  enlisted  for  ser- 
vice in  the  Civil  war,  for  a term  of  ninety  days. 
He  became  a member  of  Company  K,  One 
Hundred  and  Fiftieth  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry, 
with  which  command  he  continued  in  active 
service  until  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  ser- 
vice, about  the  time  of  the  close  of  the  war, 
and  he  then  resumed  his  studies  at  Oberlin 
College.  As  a clergyman  he  held  numerous 
pastoral  charges  within  the  long  period  of  his 
zealous  and  devoted  service,  his  ministerial 
work  having  included  service  in  New  York, 
Ohio,  Michigan,  Kansas  and  Nebraska.  He  was 
a resident  of  Crete,  Nebraska,  at  the  time  of 
his  death  in  1888,  his  wife  having  passed  to 
the  life  eternal  in  1877,  at  Russell,  Kansas. 
They  became  the  parents  of  two  sons,  of  whom 
Doctor  Hathaway,  of  this  review,  is  the  elder. 
Roy  Andrew,  the  younger  son,  became  a skilled 
machinist,  and  he  passed  the  closing  days  of 
his  life  in  the  home  of  his  brother  at  Carrollton, 
where  he  died  in  1905,  at  the  age  of  thirty-one 
years. 

Doctor  Hathaway  was  a child  at  the  time  of 
his  parents’  removal  to  the  West,  and  he  gained 
his  early  education  principally  in  the  schools 
of  Nebraska.  At  Crete,  that  state,  he  took  a 
higher  academic  course  in  Doane  College,  main- 
tained under  the  auspices  of  the  Congregational 
Church,  and  in  preparation  for  his  chosen  pro- 
fession he  returned  to  Ohio  and  entered  the 
medical  department  of  Western  Reserve  Uni- 
versity at  Cleveland,  in  which  he  was  gradu- 
ated as  a member  of  the  class  of  1902.  After 
thus  receiving  his  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine 
he  was  engaged  in  practice  in  Cleveland  about 
one  year,  and  he  then,  in  1903,  came  to  Carroll- 
ton, where  he  has  since  continued  in  the  success- 
ful work  of  his  profession,  with  a large  and 
representative  practice.  He  owns  and  occupies 
the  fine  old  homestead  of  Judge  Raley  on 
Southeast  Third  Street,  this  having  been  the 
residence  of  Judge  Raley  and  his  wife  until 
their  deaths.  Doctor  Hathaway  served  five 
years  as  county  coroner  and  at  the  time  of  this 
writing,  in  1900,  is  the  Incumbent  of  the  office 
of  county  health  officer.  He  is  a popular  and 
representative  member  of  the  Carroll  County 
Medical  Society  and  Is  actively  Identified  also 
with  the  Ohio  State  Medical  Society  and  the 


American  Medical  Association.  He  is  affiliated 
with  the  Blue  Lodge  and  Chapter  of  the 
Masonic  fraternity  in  his  home  city,  and  here 
he  and  his  wife  are  zealous  members  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church. 

On  the  4th  of  February,  1896,  was  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  Doctor  Hathaway  to  Miss 
Isabel  K.  Soverhill,  who  was  born  in  Wayne 
County,  New  York,  near  the  ancestral  home  of 
the  Hathaway  family,  and  who  is  a popular 
factor  in  the  social  activities  of  her  home  com- 
munity. Doctor  and  Mrs.  Hathaway  have  two 
children : Daniel  J.,  who  was  born  in  1901,  was 
graduated  from  the  Carrollton  High  School  and 
is  now  identified  with  the  automobile  business 
In  his  native  city;  and  Mabel  Naomi,  who  was 
born  in  1905,  is  a member  of  the  class  of 
1923  in  the  Carrollton  High  School. 

Benjamin  H.  Johnson  passed  his  entire  life 
in  Nottingham  Township,  Harrison  County,  and 
on  his  fine  old  homestead  farm,  a part  of  the 
land  obtained  from  the  Government  by  his  pa- 
ternal grandfather,  he  passed  the  closing  years 
of  his  long,  useful  and  worthy  life, — a citizen 
of  sterling  character  and  one  who  commanded 
unqualified  popular  confidence  and  esteem. 
Mr.  Johnson  was  born  in  Nottingham  Township 
on  the  31st  of  January,  1830,  and  here  his 
death  occurred  on  the  20th  of  June,  1915.  He 
was  a son  of  Abiram  and  Lydia  (Turner) 
Johnson,  his  father  having  been  bom  in  the 
State  of  Maryland  in  1792,  and  having  been  a 
son  of  Benjamin  and  Drusilla  (Perrin)  Johnson, 
both  likewise  natives  of  Maryland.  In  1806, 
when  his  son  Abiram  was  four  years  of  age, 
Benjamin  Johnson  migrated  from  Maryland  to 
Ohio  and  became  one  of  the  very  early  settlers 
In  Nottingham  Township,  Harrison  County, 
where  he  took  up  Government  land  and  began 
the  reclaiming  of  the  same.  He  was  one  of  the 
resourceful  pioneers  w’ho  aided  in  the  initial  de- 
velopment of  Harrison  County,  and  here  he  con- 
tinued as  a pioneer  farmer  until  his  death,  both 
he  and  his  wife  having  attained  to  advanced 
age.  The  farm  which  is  now  the  home  of  Mrs. 
Benjamin  H.  Johnson  was  a part  of  this  origi- 
nal tract  secured  by  Benjamin  Johnson,  the 
founder  of  the  family  in  Harrison  County.  In 
the  family  of  Benjamin  Johnson  there  were, 
besides  the  son  Abiram,  seven  children-— Joseph, 
Lemuel,  Ephraim,  Enoch,  Benjamin,  Dorcas  and 
Bath  sheba. 

Abiram  Johnson  was  reared  under  the  condi- 
tions of  the  early  pioneer  period  of  Harrison 
County  history,  learned  in  his  youth  the  trade 
of  gunsmith,  but  continued  his  association  with 
agricultural  enterprise  in  Nottingham  Town- 
ship during  virtually  his  entire  active  life,  both 
he  and  his  wife  having  remained  on  their  old 
homestead  farm  until  their  deaths,  when  vener- 
able in  years.  Both  were  earnest  members  of 
the  Christian  Church  at  Minksville.  They  be- 
came the  parents  of  fourteen  children,  namely: 
Abraham,  Joel  M.,  Lemuel.  Perrin,  Abiram, 
Benjamin  H.,  Robert  C.,  George  L.,  Gailand 
(died  in  early  childhood),  Anna,  Lydia,  Ellen, 
Drusilla  and  Elizabeth. 

Benjamin  H.  Johnson  was  reared  on  the  old 
home  farm  which  continued  his  place  of  resl- 
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dence  until  his  death,  and  his  early  education 
was  acquired  in  the  common  schools  of  the  lo- 
cality. His  old  home  farm,  comprising  186 
acres,  was  by  him  made  a center  of  vigorous  and 
successful  agricultural  and  live-stock  industry, 
and  in  his  character  and  achievement  he  hon- 
ored alike  his  native  county  and  the  family 
name.  He  was  loyal  to  all  civic  duties  and 
responsibilities,  generous  and  kindly  in  his 
association  with  his  fellow  men,  and  punctil- 
ious in  his  personal  stewardship  in  all  of  the 
relations  of  life.  His  political  allegiance  was 
given  to  the  republican  party,  and  he  held 
membership  in  the  Christian  Church  at  Minks- 
ville,  as  does  also  his  widow,  who  still  remains 
on  the  home  farm. 

In  May,  1856,  was  solemnized  the  marriage 
of  Mr.  Johnson  to  Miss  Martha  Welsh,  who 
likewise  was  born  and  reared  in  Harrison 
County  and  who  is  a daughter  of  the  late  James 
C.  and  Martha  (Siemens)  Welsh.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Johnson  became  the  parents  of  eleven 
children:  Emma  Frances;  Abiram  W.,  who  died 
in  June,  1919,  and  who  was  an  elder  in  the 
Christian  Church  for  a number  of  years:  Jane 
Estella,  wife  of  Taylor  F.  Cope,  of  whom  in- 
dividual mention  is  made  in  this  volume;  James 
C. : Lizzie  Louella,  wife  of  A.  Oscar  Rose,  who 
likewise  is  a subject  of  a personal  sketch  in 
this  work;  George  C..  a minister  in  the  Chris- 
tian Church;  Laura  B. ; Martha  M. ; Drusilla 
V.,  who  was  educated,  like  her  brothers,  for 
the  ministry  and  has  frequently  filled  pulpits  in 
the  Christian  Church;  Lucy  L.,  and  Benjamin 
S.,  a minister  in  the  Christian  Church. 

Francis  F.  Hamilton.  The  family  name  of 
Hamilton,  through  whom  Francis  F.  Hamilton, 
clerk  of  courts  of  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  is 
descended,  has  long  been  in  the  annals  of  the 
community.  There  is  Irish  and  Scotch  in  the 
ancestry,  Francis  H.  Hamilton,  the  Irish  immi- 
grant who  planted  the  family  tree  in  America, 
having  been  a weaver  in  Ireland.  When  he 
came  to  the  United  States  early  in  the  nine- 
teenth century  he  located  at  Noblestown,  Penn- 
sylvania. He  was  an  early  day  merchant  in 
Cannonsburg  and  Mercer  and  accumulated  con- 
siderable property.  In  1806  he  married  Ruth 
Williams,  and  Samuel  D.  Hamilton,  the  grand- 
father of  Francis  F.  Hamilton,  was  one  of  ten 
children  born  to  them.  The  founder  of  the 
American  branch  of  the  Hamilton  family  was  a 
Jacksonian  democrat,  and  later  he  was  a whig. 
Although  an  immigrant,  he  was  a United  States 
soldier  in  the  War  of  1812,  and  was  a loyal 
American. 

It  was  in  1820  that  Francis  H.  Hamilton  re- 
moved from  Mercer  to  Cadiz,  Ohio,  and  here 
Samuel  D.  Hamilton  was  born  and  lived  all 
of  his  life  in  Harrison  County,  Ohio.  The 
The  Hamilton  family  were  Presbyterians. 
When  Samuel  D.  Hamilton  was  a boy  thirteen 
years  old  he  was  apprenticed  to  learn  the  shoe- 
maker trade,  serving  six  years,  although  it  was 
not  a case  of  “shoemaker  stick  to  thy  last,”  as 
he  engaged  in  the  grocery  trade  and  was  one 
of  the  early  merchants  of  Cadiz.  He  was  one 
of  the  best  known  men  in  Harrison  County, 
Ohio.  His  children  were  .Samuel  D.,  Henry  and 


Elosla,  and  after  the  death  of  his  first  wife 
he  married  Bridget  Downey,  and  there  is  an- 
other daughter,  Emma.  Bridget  Downey  came 
from  Ireland. 

Samuel  D.  Hamilton,  Jr.,  married  Lydia 
Mariah  Webster,  of  Jefferson  County,  Ohio. 
Her  father,  Naylor  Webster,  came  from  Chester 
County,  Pennsylvania,  to  Jefferson  County, 
Ohio.  He  settled  on  a farm  near  Mt.  Pleasant, 
and  the  Webster  School  was  named  in  his  honor. 
He  always  lived  there.  Samuel  D.  Hamilton, 
Jr.,  and  wife  lived  in  Cadiz  for  six  years.  They 
moved  to  Harrisville,  Ohio,  in  1882.  Samuel  D. 
Hamilton,  Jr.,  died  there  November  7,  1916. 
His  children  are  Harry  W.,  George  A.,  Francis 
F..  Maude  A.  and  Julia  Isabel.  The  Hamilton 
children  are  all  graduates  of  the  Harrisville 
Public  High  School.  George  A.  also  attended 
Mount  Union  College  and  Francis  F.  attended 
Franklin  College. 

Francis  F.  Hamilton  began  business  activities 
by  knapping  limestone,  and  later  became  a road 
builder,  and  continued  in  that  line  for  five 
years.  His  father  and  two  brothers  were  asso- 
ciated with  him. 

For  two  years  he  was  a bookkeeper,  and  then 
he  became  a school  teacher,  continuing  thirteen 
years  in  that  capacity,  and  in  November,  1918, 
was  elected  clerk  of  courts  of  Harrison  County, 
Ohio.  He  is  a member  of  the  Modern  Wood- 
men and  the  Knights  of  Pythias  Lodges. 

On  October  18,  1919,  he  married  Mrs.  Maud 
Sanderson  Gerke,  of  Rayland,  Ohio,  R.  F.  D. 
No.  3.  She  jiad  three  daughters,  Gladys,  Lola 
and  Mildred.  They  moved  to  Cadiz.  Ohio,  April 
3,  1920.  and  the  girls  are  attending  the  Cadiz 
Public  School.  Mrs.  Maud  Sanderson  Gerke 
Hamilton  was  a daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Robert  G.  Sanderson,  of  Tiltonville,  Ohio,  Jef- 
ferson County. 

The  following  are  the  surviving  members  of 
the  Francis  H.  Hamilton  family  tree  in 
America:  Francis  F.,  of  Cadiz.  Ohio;  Harry 
W.,  George  A.,  Maud  A.  and  their  mother,  Lydia 
Mariah,  of  Rayland,  Ohio,  R.  F.  D.  No.  3;  Julia 
I„  of  Steubenville.  Ohio.  Julia  I.  married  Attor- 
ney Fred  M.  Coleman,  of  Steubenville,  Ohio. 
They  have  one  son,  Myron. 

George  A.  married  Mrs.  Louisa  Chambers,  of 
Rayland,  Ohio,  R.  F.  D.  No.  3.  They  have  one 
daughter,  Ruth  Chambers,  and  a son,  George 
Samuel  Hamilton. 

Ida  Brown  Alexander  has  two  daughters, 
Jean  and  Frances,  of  Cadiz,  Ohio. 

Francis  F.,  Harry  W.,  George  A.,  Maud  A. 
and  Julia  Isabel  Hamilton  and  Jean  and 
Frances  Alexander  were  teachers  and  educators. 
Harry  W.  Hamilton  is  one  of  the  best  mathe- 
maticians in  Ohio. 

Frances  and  Jean  Alexander  are  exceptionally 
intellectual  educators  and  have  state  life  certifi- 
cates. The  Ilamiltons  are  Methodist  Episcopals. 
Harry  W.  and  George  A.  are  progressive 
farmers. 

Craig  W.  Warren.  The  results  incidental  to 
the  progress  of  the  great  World  war  again 
showed,  with  significant  emphasis,  to  how  great 
a degree  all  humanity  depends  upon  the  ac- 
tivities of  the  farmer,  and  nev£r  before  has 
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there  been  so  definite  an  appreciation  of  the 
important  industrial  status  of  the  agriculturist 
and  stock-grower.  Of  these  great  basic  lines  of 
industrial  enterprise  Mr.  Warren  is  a success- 
ful representative  in  Short  Creek  Township, 
Harrison  County,  and  he  has  spared  no  effort 
in  bringing  up  to  the  highest  standard  the  gen- 
eral productiveness  of  his  farm  during  the  war 
period  and  the  later  days  that  have  shown 
great  demands  for  the  maximum  energies  of 
the  loyal  and  patriotic  farmer. 

Mr.  Warren  was  born  in  Green  Township, 
this  county,  on  the  31st  of  January,  1871,  and 
is  a son  of  James  and  Elizabeth  (Havnar) 
Warren,  both  likewise  natives  of  Harrison 
County  and  the  latter  a daughter  of  Joseph  and 
Rebecca  (Mitchell)  Havnar.  Joseph  Havnar 
was  born  in  Monroe  Township,  this  county,  a 
son  of  Dominic  Havnar,  who  was  one  of  the 
pioneer  settlers  of  that  township  and  who  came 
to  Ohio  from  Pennsylvania.  Joseph  Havnar, 
who  was  a carpenter  by  trade  but  who  also  be- 
came active  in  farm  enterprise,  was  a resident 
of  Cadiz  Township  at  the  time  of  his  death,  as 
was  also  his  wife,  and  both  were  active  mem- 
bers of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  They*  be- 
came the  parents  of  the  following  children: 
Elizabeth,  Mary  Ann,  Laura,  Frances  (died 
young),  Missouri,  William  and  James  (died  in 
infancy). 

James  Warren  was  born  in  Green  Township, 
this  county,  a son  of  James  and  Eliza  Jane 
(Emfleld)  Warren,  the  former  a native  of  Penn- 
sylvania and  the  latter  of  Harrison  County, 
Ohio.  James  Warren,  Sr.,  became  a successful 
physician  and  surgeon,  and  was  engaged  in  the 
practice  of  his  profession  in  Pennsylvania  prior 
to  becoming  a pioneer  physician  in  Jefferson 
County,  Ohio.  Later  he  returned  to  Pennsyl- 
vania and  spent  the  remainder  of  his  life  there. 
Eliza  Jane  Emfleld,  grandmother  of  Craig 
Warren,  was  bom  in  Harrison  County  in  1826, 
the  daughter  of  John  Emfleld,  a pioneer  of 
Harrison  County.  Not  long  after  her  marriage 
her  husband  left  her  and  returned  to  Pennsyl- 
vania, leaving  her  to  rear  their  only  child. 
James.  She  lived  the  remainder  of  her  long 
and  useful  career  in  this  county,  making  her 
home  with  her  son  after  he  had  married  until 
her  death  in  1902.  Their  son  James  was  reared 
to  manhood  in  Green  Township,  and  made  good 
use  of  the  advantages  offered  in  the  district 
schools  of  the  period.  As  a boy  he  began  work- 
ing on  neighboring  farms,  and  he  continued  his 
service  in  this  line  sixteen  years,  during  which 
he  carefully  conserved  his  earnings  and  looked 
forward  to  the  time  when  he  might  initiate  in- 
dependent farm  industry.  He  finally  rented 
farm  land  on  shares  in  his  native  township, 
where  he  continued  operations  under  this  plan 
for  a period  of  sixteen  years.  He  then  pur- 
chased a farm  of  212  acres  in  Cadiz  Township, 
and  here  he  remained  as  one  of  the  broad- 
gauged  and  substantial  farmers  and  sterling 
citizens  of  his  native  county  until  his  death  in 
1018,  his  wife  having  passed  away  in  1902.  In 
later  years  Mr.  Warren  became  a member  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  his  wife  hav- 
ing been  a member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 
They  became  the  parents  of  seven  children : 


Craig  W.,  Clara,  the  wife  of  Wilmer  C.  Ed- 
wards, of  Cadiz  Township;  Carrie,  wife  of 
Homer  H.  Heaston;  Laura  and  John,  twins,  the 
latter  of  whom  died  at  the  age  of  twenty-one 
years;  Clyde  E.,  who  married  Ella  Holmes;  and 
Harry  H.,  who  married  Martha  Dickerson. 

Craig  W.  Warren  acquired  his  early  educa- 
tion principally  in  the  Beaver  Dam  District 
School  in  Franklin  Township,  and  from  his 
youth  to  the  present  time  he  has  been  actively 
identified  with  farm  industry  in  his  native 
county.  In  1913  he  established  his  home  on  his 
present  farm,  which  comprises  166  acres  and 
is  one  of  the  well  improved  places  of  Short 
Creek  Township,  and  in  addition  to  this  he 
owns  also  a tract  of  forty-three  acres  in  Cadiz 
Township.  He  is  a progressive  agriculturist  and 
stock-raiser  and  has  made  a dairy  department 
of  his  farm  enterprise  one  of  successful  and 
important  order.  He  is  a democrat  in  politics, 
and  he  and  his  family  hold  membership  in  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  at  Georgetown. 

On  the  9th  of  November,  1892,  was  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  Mr.  Warren  to  Miss  Mary  Jane 
Baker,  daughter  of  Orr  and  Elizabeth  (Heas- 
ton) Baker,  and  of  this  union  have  been  born 
two  sons,  whose  names  and  dates  of  nativity 
are  here  noted:  Ralph  Raymond,  January  11, 
1899.  and  John  Orr,  November  10,  1903,  both 
on  the  home  farm.  Ralph  R.  married  Lillian 
May  Ted  row,  who  was  bora  in  Harrison  County, 
the  daughter  of  George  F,  and  Elva  S’.  (Black- 
well)  Tedrow.  The  mother  died  on  June  10, 
1920. 

Mrs.  Warren’s  parents  were  both  bora  in 
Monroe  Township  of  Harrison  County.  Her 
grandfather  was  named  Samuel  Baker.  Orr 
Baker  spent  all  his  life  on  the  farm  where  he 
was  born,  owned  160  acres,  and  was  successfully 
identified  with  general  farming  and  stock  rais- 
ing. He  was  born  July  27,  1839,  and  died 
January  20,  1904,  and  his  widow  is  still  living. 
She  was  born  July  3,  1844.  Both  were  actively 
identified  with  the  Methodist  Church  in  their 
vicinity.  The  children  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Orr 
Raker  were:  Addie.  widow  of  William  Harri- 
son: Mrs.  Craig  Warren;  Samuel  S. ; Anson 
Ross,  who  died  in  childhood:  and  Margaret 
Ann.  who  died  at  the  age  of  thirteen. 

A.  Oscar  Rose  has  through  his  own  efforts 
worked  his  way  upward  to  a plane  of  distinc- 
tive success  and  prosperity  in  connection  with 
farm  industry  in  his  native  county,  and  since 
1903  he  has  owned  and  resided  upon  his  pres- 
ent excellent  farm  of  eighty  acres  in  Notting- 
ham Township,  Harrison  County,  where  he  ex- 
emplifies modern  and  progressive  methods  in 
both  agricultural  and  live-stock  industry.  He 
has  been  loyal  in  support  of  measures  and  pro- 
jects that  have  tended  to  advance  the  best  in- 
terests of  the  community,  is  a republican  in 
political  adherency,  and  he  gave  three  years  of 
effective  service  as  a trustee  of  Nottingham 
Township.  Both  he  and  his  wife  are  active 
members  of  the  Christian  Church  at  Minks- 
ville. 

Mr.  Rose  was  born  in  Washington  Township, 
this  county,  on  the  25th  of  February,  1858,  and 
is  a son  of  the  late  John  Stanley  Rose  and 
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Elizabeth  Betsy  (Ford)  Rose,  who  were  repre- 
sentatives of  sterling  pioneer  families  of  this 
section  of  the  Buckeye  State,  Mrs.  Rose  having 
been  born  and  reared  in  Nottingham  Township 
and  having  been  a daughter  of  Clayton  Ford. 
John  S.  Rose  devoted  practically  his  entire  ac- 
tive career  to  farm  enterprise  in  Harrison 
County.  He  died  in  1864  and  his  wife  passed 
away  in  1909.  Their  children  numbered  eight 
sons  and  four  daughters. 

A.  Oscar  Rose  was  able  to  attend  the  district 
schools  of  Washington  Township,  though  in  a 
somewhat  irregular  way,  and  was  but  a boy 
when  he  began  working  on  a neighboring  farm. 
As  a workman  by  the  day  or  month  he  thus 
continued  his  association  with  farm  industry 
for  twelve  years,  and  about  three  years  after 
his  marriage  he  rented  a farm  in  Nottingham 
Township.  This  place  continued  as  the  stage 
of  his  vigorous  and  resourceful  activities  for 
the  ensuing  fourteen  years,  and  he  then,  in 
1903,  purchased  his  present  farm,  as  previously 
noted  in  this  context. 

February  21,  1886,  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Rose  to  Miss  Lizzie  Louella  Johnson, 
daughter  of  the  late  Benjamin  H.  Johnson,  to 
whom  a memorial  tribute,  with  incidental  fam- 
ily record,  is  made  on  other  pages  of  this 
volume.  In  conclusion  Is  given  brief  record 
concerning  the  children  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Rose: 
John  Benjamin,  who  was  born  December  31, 
1886,  and  who  still  maintains  his  residence  In 
Moorefleld  Township,  Harrison  County,  married 
Miss  Etha  Moore,  and  they  have  four  children 
— Arthur  Vem,  Ella  Marie,  Harry  Moore  and 
Pauline.  Della  Vern,  who  was  born  February 
22,  1888,  Is  the  wife  of  Earl  E.  Price,  of  Akron, 
Summit  County,  and  they  have  two  children — 
Halcyon  Pauline  and  Harold  Wayne.  Martha 
Blanche,  who  was  born  November  9,  1891,  is 
the  wife  of  Wilbur  Poulson,  of  Nottingham 
Township,  and  they  have  five  children — Oliver 
Lloyd,  Elda  Vern.  Carl  Leroy,  John  Andrew  and 
Margaret  Louise.  Ralph  McKinley,  who  was 
born  July  29,  1893,  and  who  resides  in  Notting- 
ham Township,  Harrison  County,  married  Miss 
Etta  Cope,  the  daughter  of  Isaac  Cope,  of  Not- 
tingham Township.  Their  one  child  is  a son, 
Alfred  Clyde.  Paul  Johnson,  who  was  born 
February  28,  1896,  served  with  the  American 
Expeditionary  Forces  in  France  during  the 
World  war,  and  of  his  record  in  this  connection 
specific  mention  will  be  made  in  an  appending 
paragraph;  Frederick  C..  born  October  17,  1899; 
Louella  Frances,  born  September  15,  1903;  and 
Forrest  Wayne,  born  July  21,  1912,  are  all  at 
home. 

Paul  Johnson  Rose  entered  the  nation’s  ser- 
vice on  the  25th  of  July,  1918,  and  at  Camp 
Sherman,  Ohio,  he  was  assigned  to  the  Three 
Hundred  and  Thirty-sixth  Infantry,  Eighty- 
fourth  Division.  On  the  2d  of  the  following 
September  he  sailed  with  his  command  from 
the  port  of  New  York  City,  and  on  the  16th 
of  the  same  month  the  regiment  landed  at 
Bristol,  England.  On  the  voyage  /Paul  con- 
tracted measles,  and  upon  arriving  in  England 
he  was  placed  in  a hospital  at  Bristol  Bay, 
where  he  remained  ten  days.  He  was  then 
transferred  to  an  American  rest  camp  at  Wood- 


leigh,  England,  and  within  a short  time  there- 
after was  sent  to  France,  as  a casual.  There 
he  served  with  the  Seventh  Regiment  of  In- 
fantry, Third  Division,  and  later  his  command 
became  a part  of  the  Allied  Army  of  Occupation 
in  Germany.  He  sailed  for  the  United  States 
June  5,  1919,  on  the  “Leviathan,”  landed  on  the 
shores  of  his  native  land  the  12th  of  that  month, 
and  August  19th  he  received  his  honorable  dis- 
charge from  United  States  General  Hospital  No. 
21.  He  then  returned  to  the  parental  home, 
whfere  he  has  since  remained,  and  his  record 
as  one  of  the  patriotic  young  men  who  served 
In  the  World  war  shall  ever  reflect  honor  and 
distinction  upon  his  name. 

David  W.  Cummins.  In  its  general  stock  and 
appointments  the  attractive  music  store  of  Mr. 
Cummins  stands  forth  as  one  of  the  representa- 
tive mercantile  establishments  in  the  vital  little 
City  of  Cadiz,  judicial  center  of  Harrison 
County,  and  it  also  makes  material  contribu- 
tion to  the  artistic  life  and  activities  of  the 
community. 

Mr.  Cummins  was  bom  in  Washington 
County,  Pennsylvania,  August  9,  1866,  and  is  a 
son  of  David  F.  and  Elizabeth  (Allison)  Cum- 
mins, both  likewise  natives  of  the  old  Keystone 
State,  where  the  father  was  born  March  9,  1822, 
In  Washington  County,  and  the  mother  in  the 
year  1833,  in  Beaver  County,  she  having  been 
a daughter  of  Samuel  and  Mary  (Miller)  Alli- 
son, and  her  father  having  been  a successful 
miller  In  Beaver  and  Washington  counties. 
John  and  Anna  (Morrison)  Cummins,  grand- 
parents of  him  whose  name  initiates  this  re- 
view, passed  their  entire  lives  in  Pennsylvania, 
where  John  Cummins  was  a farmer  In  West- 
moreland County  at  the  time  of  his  death.  His 
children  were  Paul,  Joseph,  John,  Jr.,  David 
F.,  Jane,  Sarah,  Lucinda  and  one  other  daugh- 
ter. Samuel  and  Mary  (Miller)  Allison  became 
the  parents  of  nine  children — Joseph,  James, 
Samuel,  John  (died  from  the  effects  of  measles 
contracted  while  serving  as  a soldier  in  the 
Civil  war),  Mary,  Emeline,  Isabel,  Margaret 
and  Elizabeth. 

David  F.  Cummins  received  good  educational 
advantages  in  his  youth  and  became  a success- 
ful teacher  In  the  public  schools  of  his  native 
county,  where  he  continued  to  follow  the 
pedagogic  profession  until  he  was  forty  years 
of  age,  his  initial  salary  having  been  thirteen 
dollars  a month  and  his  first  examination  to 
prove  his  eligibility  for  pedagogic  honors  having 
been  taken  while  he  was  seated  with  his  in- 
quisitors on  a pile  of  logs.  He  achieved  marked 
success  as  a teacher,  and  after  retiring  from 
service  in  the  profession  he  purchased  a farm 
in  his  native  county,  where  he  remained  until 
1.891,  when  he  sold  the  property  and  came  with 
his  family  to  Harrison  County,  Ohio.  Here  he 
purchased  a farm  in  Short  Creek  Township, 
where  he  died  in  1894,  after  about  three  years* 
residence  in  the  county.  His  widow  here  passed 
the  remainder  of  her  life,  and  she  passed  to 
eternal  rest  on  the  28th  of  July,  1919,  both 
being  devout  members  of  the  United  Presby- 
terian Church,  in  which  he  served  more  than 
thirty  years  as  an  elder.  Of  the  children  the 
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eldest  is  James  A.,  who  resides  in  Freeport, 
Ohio;  David  W„  of  this  review,  was  the  next 
in  order  of  birth;  Ida  is  the  wife  of  Henry  H. 
Brownley,  of  Oayville,  Pennsylvania;  Samuel 
B.  resides  in  the  City  of  Pittsburgh,  that  state; 
and  John  K.  is  a resident  of  Cadiz. 

David  W.  Cummins  is  indebted  to  the  public 
schools  of  his  native  county  for  his  early  edu- 
cational discipline,  and  there  he  initiated  his 
independent  career  as  a farmer.  He  came  with 
his  parents  to  Harrison  County,  and  here  after 
his  marriage  he  had  the  active  management  of 
his  father’s  farm  until  1906,  when  he  became 
a piano  salesman.  In  1910  he  engaged  in  the 
piano  and  general  music  business  in  an  inde- 
pendent way,  and  he  now  has  one  of  the  lead- 
ing music  stores  in  Harrison  County,  the  same 
having  a substantial  and  representative  patron- 
age. He  Is  a republican  in  politics,  is  affiliated 
with  the  local  Blue  Lodge  and  Chapter  of  the 
Masonic  fraternity,  and  he  and  his  wife  hold 
membership  in  the  United  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Cadiz. 

In  1889  was  solemnized  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Cummins  to  Miss  Jennie  E.  Rea,  daughter  of 
Charles  C.  and  Catherine  (Cook)  Rea,  of  Wash- 
ington County,  Pennsylvania,  and  of  the  six 
children  of  this  union  Ethel  died  at  the  age 
of  six  years,  and  Delbert  at  the  age  of  four 
years;  Myrtle  R.  married  Lieut.  Lawrence  J. 
Bowman,  of  the  United  States  Aviation  Corps, 
now  living  In  Nashville,  Tennessee;  Lela  died 
at  the  age  of  six  months;  and  Vera  and  Nellie 
are  the  younger  members  of  the  pleasant  home 
circle. 

John  B.  Birch,  proprietor  of  the  Carrollton 
Nursery,  has  developed  one  of  the  important  in- 
dustrial enterprises  that  has  contributed  ma- 
terially to  the  prestige  of  Carroll  County,  which 
has  represented  his  home  from  the  time  of  his 
birth  and  his  allegiance  to  which  is  marked  by 
appreciation  and  loyalty.  He  was  born  at 
Carrollton  March  14,  1861,  and  is  a son  of 
Joseph  and  Isabel  (Strayer)  Birch,  the  former 
of  whom  was  born  at  Harrisburg,  Pennsylvania, 
in  1830,  and  the  latter  was  born  in  Carroll 
County,  Ohio,  March  12,  1837,  their  marriage 
having  been  solemnized  on  the  17th  of  June, 
1860.  Of  the  eight  children  the  subject  of  this 
review  is  the  eldest,  and  the  second,  Margaret, 
died  at  the  age  of  twelve  years,  the  names  of 
the  other  children  being  as  follows:  Ruth,  Cal- 
vin, Mary,  William,  Demaretta  and  Robert. 
Joseph  Birch  was  reared  and  educated  in  the 
old  Keystone  state  and  was  a young  man  when 
he  came  to  Carroll  County  and  found  employ- 
ment at  farm  work.  At  Carrollton  he  learned 
the  shoemaker’s  trade  under  the  direction  of 
Jacob  Helfrich,  and  eventually  he  engaged  in 
the  boot  and  shoe  business  at  Carrollton,  where 
he  continued  to  conduct  a prosperous  business 
as  one  of  the  representative  merchants  of  the 
city  until  his  death  in  19(H.  His  widow 
passed  away  In  1913,  and  both  were  zealous 
communicants  of  the  Lutheran  Church.  In  poli- 
tics Mr.  Birch  was  a republican,  and  in  his 
civic  attitude  he  was  loyal  and  public-spirited. 

John  B.  Birch  gained  his  youthful  education 
in  the  public  schools  of  Carrollton  and  early 


turned  his  attention  to  gardening,  his  success 
in  which  finally  led  him  to  establish  his  present 
nursery  business,  to  which  he  has  continued  to 
give  his  attention  since  1887.  Prior  to  that 
year  he  had  gained  valuable  experience  as  a 
salesman  of  nursery  stock  for  a nursery  estab- 
lished in  Louisville,  Ohio.  His  business  head- 
quarters have  continuously  been  maintained  at 
610  North  Lisbon  Street,  and  he  has  brought 
his  nursery  up  to  the  best  modern  standard,  the 
while  he  has  gained  to  it  an  appreciative  and 
substantial  supporting  patronage,  his  trade  ex- 
tending into  many  counties  in  this  section  of 
the  state. 

In  politics  Mr.  Birch  maintains  an  indepen- 
dent attitude,  and  supports  men  and  measures 
meeting  the  approval  of  his  judgment,  irrespec- 
tive of  strict  partisan  lines.  He  and  his  wife 
are  affiliated  with  the  Tribe  of  Ben  Hur,  and 
Mrs.  Birch  holds  membership  in  the  Presby- 
terian Church. 

May  14,  1884,  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Birch  to  Miss  Mary  J.  Hartzell,  who  was  born 
in  Stark  County,  Ohio,  January  4,  1861,  a 
daughter  of  Samuel  and  Angeline  (Smith) 
Hartzel,  sterling  pioneer  citizens  of  that  county, 
where  they  continued  to  reside  until  their 
deaths,  Mrs.  Hartzell  having  passed  away  In 
1902,  aged  sixty-three  years,  and  Mr.  Hartzell 
having  been  seventy-four  years  of  age  at  the 
time  of  his  death,  in  1913.  Della,  the  only  child 
of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Birch,  was  bom  March  4,  1889, 
and  continued  her  studies  in  the  Carrollton 
schools  until  her  graduation  in  the  high  school. 
She  is  now  the  wife  of  Frank  B.  Roudebush,  of 
Carroll  County,  and  they  have  one  son,  Frank 
B.,  Jr.,  born  May  13,  1918. 

Thomas  Gladman  has  resided  for  a period  of 
virtually  forty  years  on  his  present  fine  home- 
stead farm  in  Washington  Township,  Harri- 
son County,  and  he  has  not  only  proved  one  of 
the  resourceful  and  enterprising  agriculturists 
and  stock-growers  of  the  county  but  is  also  a 
native  of  Harrison  County  and  a scion  of  a 
family  that  was  founded  in  Ohio  more  than  a 
century  ago.  His  paternal  grandparents, 
Thomas  and  Mary  (Lavely)  Gladman,  were 
born  and  reared  in  the  State  of  Maryland, 
where  their  marriage  was  solemnized  and  where 
they  continued  their  residence  until  1811,  when 
they  came  with  their  four  children  to  Ohio  and 
became  pioneer  settlers  in  Jefferson  County. 
They  rented  the  old  Joel  Kirk  farm,  which  was 
about  one  mile  from  York.  They  came  with 
their  son  David  to  Franklin  Township,  Harri- 
son County,  in  1842,  the  remainder  of  their  lives 
having  been  passed  in  the  home  of  this  son, 
who  became  one  of  the  substantial  fanners  and 
honored  citizens  of  the  township  mentioned. 
Thomas  Gladman  died  in  the  year  1856,  and 
his  wife  survived  him  by  six  years,  both  having 
been  earnest  and  devout  members  of  the  Chris- 
tian Church.  They  became  the  parents  of  five 
children — Margaret,  Rachel,  Nancy,  David  and 
John — and  all  save 'the  youngest  were  bora  in 
Maryland  prior  to  the  migration  of  the  family 
to  Ohio. 

David  Gladman,  father  of  him  whose  name 
initiates  this  review,  was  born  in  Maryland 
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September  10,  1810,  and  thus  was  an  Infant  at 
the  time  of  his  parent’s  removal  to  Jefferson 
County.  He  grew  to  manhood  on  the  pioneer 
farm  and  continued  his  active  association  with 
farm  enterprise  until  1842,  when,  as  already 
noted  in  the  preceding  paragraph,  he  came  to 
Harrison  County  and  became  associated  with 
his  father  in  purchasing  the  farm  in  Franklin 
Township,  where  he  continued  his  successful 
career  as  an  agriculturist  and  stock-grower  dur- 
ing the  remainder  of  his  life.  The  farm  had 
been  but  slightly  improved  when  it  came  into 
his  possession,  and  the  original  family  home 
was  a log  house  of  the  true  pioneer  type.  He 
reclaimed  the  place  into  one  of  the  productive 
and  valuable  farms  of  the  county,  was  a man 
of  sterling  character  and  marked  ability,  was 
Influential  in  community  affairs  and  was  called 
upon  to  serve  in  various  township  offices,  his 
political  allegiance  having  been  given  unre- 
servedly to  the  democratic  party  and  both  he 
and  his  wife  having  been  zealous  members  of 
the  Christian  Church.  The  death  of  Mr.  Glad- 
man  occurred  in  the  year  1888,  and  his  widow 
remained  on  the  old  homestead  until  she  too 
passed  to  eternal  rest  in  1895. 

On  the  17th  of  March.  1842,  was  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  David  Gladman  to  Miss  Eliza- 
beth Lyone,  daughter  of  James  and  Nancy 
(McLaughlin)  Lyons,  who  likewise  were  early 
settlers  in  Jefferson  County.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Gladman  became  the  parents  of  nine  children, 
namely:  Nancy,  John  W.  and  Mary  E.,  all  of 
whom  are  deceased ; Thomas,  who  is  the  Imme- 
diate subject  of  this  sketch;  and  Sarah  Mar- 
garet, Rachel  Emma,  James  B.,  Lydia  J.  and 
Anna  Bell  (died  in  early  childhood). 

Thomas  Gladman  was  born  on  the  old  home- 
stead farm  in  Franklin  Township  July  30,  1848, 
and  his  youthful  educational  advantages  were 
those  of  the  common  schools  of  the  locality 
and  period.  He  continued  to  be  associated  in 
the  work  and  management  of  the  old  home  farm 
until  his  marriage,  in  the  autumn  of  1881,  soon 
after  which  important  event  in  his  career  he 
established  his  home  on  his  present  farm,  which 
at  that  time  comprised  seventy-eight  acres,  but 
to  which  he  has  added  until  he  now  has  a fine 
farm  property  of  101  acres,  upon  which  he  has 
made  excellent  improvements,  in  consonance 
with  the  increasing  prosperity  that  has  attended 
his  efforts  during  the  intervening  years.  In  his 
civic  loyalty  and  his  effective  enterprise  as  an 
agriculturist  and  stock-grower  he  has  con- 
tributed a generous  quota  to  the  advancement 
and  prosperity  of  his  home  township  and 
county,  and  he  is  one  of  the  substantial  and 
honored  native  sons  of  Harrison  County.  His 
political  allegiance  is  given  to  the  democratic 
party,  and  he  and  his  wife  are  devoted  and  in- 
fluential members  of  the  Christian  Church  at 
Tappan,  In  which  he  has  served  continuously 
as  an  elder  for  fully  thirty-five  years  and  in 
which  he  has  previously  been  a member  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees.  A man  of  alert  mentality, 
he  profited  fully  by  his  early  educational  privi- 
leges. even  as  he  has  broadened  his  mental 
horizon  in  later  years  by  reading,  self-discipline 
and  the  experiences  of  a busy  and  useful  life. 
In  this  connection  it  may  be  noted  that  two  of 


his  brothers  and  two  of  his  sisters  were  success- 
ful teachers  in  the  schools  of  this  section  of 
the  state  in  the  early  days. 

On  the  22d  of  September,  1881,  was  solemn- 
ized the  marriage  of  Mr.  Gladman  to  Miss 
Rosetta  J.  Guthrie,  who  likewise  was  bom  and 
reared  in  Franklin  Township,  and  who  is  a 
daughter  of  Andrew  and  Louisa  (Turner) 
Guthrie,  both  of  whom  were  born  in  that  town- 
ship, where  the  respective  families  were  founded 
in  the  pioneer  days.  Andrew  Guthrie  became 
a prosperous  farmer  in  Nottingham  Township, 
where  also  he  followed  the  stonemason’s  trade. 
During  the  Civil  war  he  served  two  and  one- 
half  years  as  a private  in  the  Ninety-eighth 
Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  continued  his 
residence  in  Nottingham  Township  until  his 
death,  on  the  26th  of  February,  1901,  his  widow 
passing  away  in  1906,  and  both  having  been 
earnest  members  of  the  Christian  Church.  They 
became  the  parents  of  five  children — Rosetta  J., 
Elsie  E..  James  A.,  Emma  and  Melvin.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Gladman  became  the  parents  of  three 
children : Ada  is  the  wife  of  Jacob  R.  Cecil,  a 
prosperous  farmer  in  Franklin  Township,  and 
they  have  seven  children — Lyle  R.,  Rosetta  B., 
Evelyn  Edna,  Orlando  T.,  George  Leslie,  Ruth 
Elizabeth  and  Marjorie  Irene.  Lizzie,  the  sec- 
ond daughter,  died  at  the  age  of  eight  years. 

James  F.,  the  only  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Glad- 
man. was  born  in  the  family  homestead  in 
Washington  Township  on  June  25,  1889.  He 
attended  the  township  schools,  and  has  spent 
his  entire  life  on  the  old  farm,  of  which  he  is 
now  (1921)  in  charge  in  co-partnership  with  his 
father.  He  is  also  assistant  mail  carrier  on 
Tippecanoe  route  No.  7,  R.  F.  D.  He  is  one 
of  the  prominent  young  citizens  of  the  town- 
ship, his  well-known  reputation  as  a good 
farmer,  honest  and  upright  character  as  a man 
and  his  public  spirit  and  progressive  Ideas  as 
a citizen  giving  him  the  friendship  of  all  who 
know  him.  He  married  Miss  Verna  Cecil,  and 
they  have  two  children.  Charles  Herman  and 
Ella  Irene. 

John  Wallace  Gillespie  was  born  in  Cadiz 
on  October  1,  1856,  and  died  October  11,  1905, 
having  been  a life-long  resident  of  Cadiz.  He 
was  a son  of  John  W.  and  Nancy  (Anderson) 
Gillespie,  and  he  is  survived  by  a son,  John 
W.  Gillespie,  who  is  now  at  the  head  of  the 
furniture  and  undertaking  business  established 
by  the  first  John  W.  Gillespie  in  1840.  For 
eighty  years  the  name  J.  W.  Gillespie  has  been 
actively  connected  with  it.  The  J.  W.  Gillespie 
who  founded  the  business  in  Cadiz  in  1840  was 
born  in  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania.  He 
was  a cabinetmaker,  and  immediately  after  com- 
ing to  Cadiz  he  established  the  business  that 
has  been  handed  down  to  son  and  grandson, 
and  is  still  conducted  by  John  W.  Gillespie. 

The  senior  John  Wallace  Gillespie  was  a 
cousin  to  the  late  James  Gillespie  Blaine,  who 
was  once  active  in  national  republican  affairs. 
On  November  29,  1842,  Mr.  Gillespie  married 
Nancy  Anderson,  of  Cadiz,  and  seven  children 
were  born  to  them : Albert,  James,  Nettie, 
Elozia,  Laura,  John  W.  and  Wayne.  The 
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Aiiot net  of  these  cnildren  died  May  7,  1877.  His 
second  marriage  was  with  Mrs.  Jane  Dallas. 

John  VV.  Gillespie  second  was  associated  with 
his  father  in  business  from  the  time  he  was 
twenty-one  years  old,  and  in  1881  he  became 
the  proprietor  and  manager  of  the  business 
until  his  death  in  1905.  The  business  is  still 
owned  by  the  family  and  managed  by  the  son 
John.  W.  third. 

Iu  1890  John  W.  Gillespie  married  Agnes,  a 
daughter  of  A.  N.  and  Mary  Sheriff.  She  died 
on  November  14,  1920,  leaving  the  following 
children:  Mary,  who  married  Francis  W. 

Wright,  of  Warren,  Pennsylvania,  and  is  the 
mother  of  Francis  W.,  John  W.  and  David 
Gillespie  Wright ; Cornelia  married  L.  D.  Miller, 
who  was  a chaplain  in  the  United  States  Regu- 
lar Army  stationed  at  Fort  Benning,  Atlanta, 
Georgia ; and  John  W.  third. 

John  W.  Gillespie  entered  the  service  in  the 
World  war  May  27,  1918,  and  was  assigned  to 
the  Thirty-ninth  Infantry,  Fourth  Division.  On 
July  21st  he  sailed  for  France,  landing  August 
3d  in  Liverpool,  and  within  a few  days  he  was 
“somewhere  in  France/’  where  he  remained 
until  after  the  signing  of  the  armistice.  He 
went  into  action  with  the  Third  Battalion  of 
Observation  in  the  Thirty-ninth  Infantry. 
Fourth  Division,  and  he  saw  real  warfare  at 
Verdun,  Saint  Mihiel  and  in  the  Argonne  For- 
est. On  October  10th  he  was  wounded  by  a 
high  explosive  shell  and  was  in  Base  Hospital 
at  Vichy  until  November  7,  when  he  was  trans- 
ferred to  Base  8 and  waited  sixteen  days  for 
a boat.  On  November  25th  he  sailed  for  the 
United  States.  He  received  a hospital  dis- 
charge from  Park  View  Hospital  in  Pittsburgh 
and  was  sent  to  Camp  Sherman,  where  on  Feb- 
ruary 5,  1919,  he  received  his  final  discharge 
from  the  army.  Since  his  return  to  Cadiz  he 
has  resumed  his  position  at  the  head  of  the 
John  W.  Gillespie  Furniture  and  Undertaking 
business  which  has  been  identified  with  the  his- 
tory of  Harrison  County  for  four  score  years. 

Samuel  M.  Dunlap  Is  numbered  among  the 
prominent  representatives  of  farm  Industry  in 
Short  Creek  Township,  Harrison  County,  and 
is  a member  of  one  of  the  oldest  and  most 
honored  pioneer  families  of  this  county.  His 
great-grandfather,  Adam  Dunlap,  Sr.,  was  born 
in  Ireland,  where  he  was  reared  to  manhood 
and  where  was  solemnized  his  marriage  to 
Miss  Rebecca  Work.  They  became  the  parents 
of  six  sons  and  six  daughters.  Adam  Dunlap 
cr  me  with  his  family  to  Ohio  In  the  year  1812, 
when  he  made  settlement  in  the  present  town- 
ship of  Athens,  Harrison  County,  where  initi- 
ated the  reclaiming  of  a frontier  farm  in  the 
midst  of  the  forest  wilds.  He  and  his  wife  en- 
dured the  full  tension  of  the  pioneer  life  and 
continued  their  residence  in  Athens  Township 
until  their  deaths,  both  having  been  charter 
members  of  the  Nottingham  Presbyterian 
Church  in  their  home  community.  His  political 
support  was  given  to  the  democratic  party,  and 
he  was  influential  in  local  affairs  in  his  com- 
munity. Mr.  Dunlap  died  September  22,  1830, 
and  his  widow  passed  away  May  20,  1846. 


Robert  Dunlap,  grandfather  of  Samuel  M., 
was  bom  in  1794  and  thus  was  about  eighteen 
years  of  age  at  the  time  when  he  accompanied 
his  parents  to  Harrison  County.  He  married 
Mary  Pattison,  a daughter  of  Hugh  and  Nancy 
Pattison,  who  immigrated  to  America  from 
Ireland  and  established  their  home  in  Pennsyl- 
vania, where  the  death  of  Mr.  Pattison  oc- 
curred shortly  afterward.  Robert  Dunlap  re- 
claimed a productive  farm  in  Athens  Township, 
was  a leader  in  community  affairs,  was  influ- 
ential in  the  local  ranks  of  the  democratic  party 
and  served  in  various  township  offices.  He  died 
March  2,  1800,  his  wife  having  passed  away 
September  29,  1852,  and  both  having  been  zeal- 
ous members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 
Their  children  were  seven  in  number — Adam, 
Hugh  P.,  Samuel,  Nancy,  Rebecca,  Mary  and 
Robert. 

Adam  Dunlap,  Jr.,  father  of  him  whose  name 
Introduces  this  record,  was  born  on  the  old 
homestead  farm  in  Athens  Township  October 
2,  1820.  He  was  reared  under  the  conditions 
marking  the  pioneer  period  in  the  county’s  his- 
tory, and  in  February,  1845,  he  wedded  Miss 
Margaret  McFadden,  who  was  born  in  Cadiz 
Township,  a daughter  of  Samuel  McFadden, 
another  of  the  sterling  pioneers  of  the  county. 
After  his  marriage  Mr.  Dunlap  was  engaged 
in  farm  enterprise  in  Cadiz  Township  about 
twenty  years,  and  he  then  removed  to  a farm 
in  Athens  Townships  where  he  became  the 
owner  of  a valuable  landed  property  of  200 
acres.  His  first  wife  died  in  1803,  and  June 
27,  1874,  Mr.  Dunlap  married  Sarah  Jane 
Dickerson,  who  died  about  eleven  months  later. 
Mr.  Dunlap  was  a staunch  democrat,  and  held 
various  local  offices  of  public  trust,  and  he  was 
an  active  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
at  New  Athens,  as  was  also  the  wife  of  his 
young  manhood,  as  well  also  as  was  his  second 
wife.  Adam  and  Margaret  (McFadden)  Dun- 
lap became  the  parents  of  five  children — Robert, 
Samuel  M.,  Mary,  Elizabeth  and  Andrew  J. 
Both  daughters  were  young  women  at  the  time 
of  their  deaths.  Robert  and  Andrew  J.  Dunlap 
became  successful  farmers  and  substantial 
citizens  of  their  native  county,  and  Samuel  M. 
is  the  immediate  subject  of  this  review. 

Samuel  M.  Dunlap  was  born  in  Cadiz  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County,  November  19,  1847,  and 
received  his  youthful  education  in  the  schools 
of  Cadiz  and  Athens  townships.  In  the  mean- 
while he  gained  practical  and  valuable  experi- 
ence in  connection  with  the  affairs  of  his 
father’s  farm,  with  the  management  of  which 
he  continued  his  connection  for  twelve  years 
after  his  marriage,  which  occurred  in  1876. 
Thereafter  he  farmed  on  rented  land  in  Athens 
Township,  and  in  1889  purchased  his  present 
excellent  farm  of  about  400  acres  in  Short 
Creek  Township.  He  has  made  many  improve- 
ments in  the  place,  including  the  erection  of  a 
large  and  attractive  farm  house,  and  is  known 
a 8 one  of  the  substantial  and  enterprising  agri- 
culturists and  stock-growers  of  his  native  coun- 
ty, with  special  attention  given  to  the  raising 
of  fine  Shorthorn  cattle. 

Mr.  Dunlap  is  a loyal  supporter  of  the  prin- 
ciples for  which  the  democratic  party  stands 
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of  the  Presbyterian  Church  at  Cadiz.  He  is  a 
sponsor,  and  he  and  his  family  are  members 
stockholder  and  director  of  the  Harrison  Na- 
tional Bank  at  Cadiz. 

On  the  16th  of  March,  1876,  was  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  Mr.  Dunlap  to  Miss  Anna  R. 
McFadden,  who  was  born  and  reared  in  Athens 
Township,  a daughter  of  the  late  John  J. 
McFadden  and  a sister  of  John  C.  McFadden, 
in  whose  sketch  on  other  pages  of  this  work 
is  given  adequate  record  of  the  family.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Dunlap  have  five  children — Grace,  George 
D.,  Edwin  J.,  Adam  M.  and  Carrie  Esther. 
Adam  M.  married  Miss  Edith  La  inborn,  and 
they  have  two  children,  Wilbur  Samuel  and 
Richard  Adam 

George  W.  Dunn,  who  holds  the  responsible 
position  of  stock  collector  from  the  clay  shop 
to  gloss  wire  room  in  the  modern  pottery  of 
the  Albright  China  Company  at  Carrollton,  was 
born  at  Steubenville,  Jefferson  County,  Ohio, 
August  1,  1866,  and  is  a son  of  Andrew  and 
Elizabeth  (Cary)  Dunn.  Mr.  Dunn  was  a child 
at  the  time  of  the  death  of  his  father,  who 
was  superintendent  of  a steel  rolling  mill  at 
Steubenville,  and  the  widowed  mother,  a native 
of  the  State  of  West  Virginia,  was  a resident 
of  Columbiana  County,  Ohio,  at  the  time  of  her 
death,  she  having  been  a devoted  member  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  She  was  the 
mother  of  four  children — Robert,  George  W„ 
Elmer  and  Flora  Ella, 

George  W.  Dunn  gained  his  youthful  educa- 
tion in  the  public  schools  of  Steubenville  and 
Irondale,  Jefferson  County,  and  in  the  latter 
place  he  finally  found  employment  in  the  brick 
yard  of  William  Lacey.  Later  he  went  to  East 
Liverpool,  Columbiana  County,  where  he  gained 
his  initial  experience  in  the  pottery  Industry. 
Later  he  became  a stockholder  and  active  execu- 
tive in  a pottery  in  the  City  of  Akron,  where 
he  remained  from  1894  until  1909,  during  six 
months  of  which  latter  year  he  was  employed 
in  a leading  pottery  in  the  City  of  Columbus. 
On  the  1st  of  October,  1909,  he  accepted  a 
position  with  the  Carrollton  Pottery  Company, 
and  after  holding  a position  as  foreman  with 
this  company  about  five  years  he  assumed,  in 
1916,  the  position  of  foreman  of  the  clay  de- 
partment of  the  pottery  of  the  Albright  China 
Company,  and  is  now  stock  collector  from  the 
clay  shop  to  the  glossware  room,  where  his 
technical  and  executive  ability  come  Into  effec- 
tive play  and  where  he  is  known  as  an  efficient 
and  popular  official. 

Mr.  Dunn  is  a loyal  supporter  of  the  cause 
of  the  republican  party,  is  affiliated  with  the 
Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  and  he  and 
his  wife  hold  membership  in  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church. 

In  1896  Mr.  Dunn  wedded  Miss  Elizabeth 
Brooks,  who  was  born  and  reared  in  Colum- 
biana County,  Ohio,  and  they  have  two  chil- 
dren: Edith  gained  her  early  education  in  the 
public  schools  at  Akron  and  is  now  (1920)  a 
student  in  a leading  conservatory  of  music  at 
Ithaca,  New  York;  Georgette,  who  completed 
her  studies  in  the  Carrollton  High  School,  is 
now  the  wife  of  Harvey  A.  Gottschall,  who  is 


associated  with  a representative  brokerage  firm 
In  the  City  of  Cleveland. 

Taylor  F.  Cope.  None  can  gainsay  that  the 
marked  success  attained  by  Mr.  Cope  In  con- 
nection with  farm  industry  in  his  native  county 
has  been  the  result  of  energetic  and  well  di- 
rected efforts  on  his  part,  and  no  native  son  of 
Harrison  County  has  profited  more  fully  by 
the  practical  experience  gained  in  early  associa- 
tion with  agricultural  and  live-stock  enterprise. 
He  is  one  of  the  representative  farmers  and 
progressive  citizens  of  Nottingham  Township, 
and  his  secure  status  in  popular  esteem  has 
been  shown  in  his  being  called  to  local  offices 
of  public  trust,  including  that  of  county  com- 
missioner. 

Mr.  Cope  was  born  in  Nottingham  Township, 
Harrison  County,  on  the  23d  of  April,  1858, 
and  is  a son  of  Jacob  and  Martha  Ann  (Salis- 
bury) Cope,  the  former  of  whom  was  born  in 
Harrison  County  October  7,  1822,  and  the  latter 
of  whom  was  born  in  Fulton  County,  Illinois, 
May  22,  1831,  her  parents,  Albert  and  Hopeful 
Salisbury,  having  been  pioneers  of  that  county. 
Jacob  Cope  was  a son  of  Samuel  and  Jane 
(Moore)  Cope,  who  were  honored  pioneers  of 
Harrison  County,  where  the  father  became  a 
substantial  farmer  in  Nottingham  Township. 
Samuel  Cope,  who  was  a son  of  David  and 
Margaret  (Brown)  Cope,  was  well  fortified  for 
the  heavy  burdens  that  fell  to  the  lot  of  the 
early  settlers  in  Harrison  County,  and  here 
he  and  his  wife  remained  until  the  close  of 
their  long  and  useful  lives.  They  became  the 
parents  of  ten  children,  namely:  Margaret, 
Thomas,  David,  Martha,  Samuel,  Jacob,  Mary 
A.,  Nancy  J.,  Israel  and  Robert  C. 

Jacob  Cope  was  reared  and  educated  under 
the  conditions  that  marked  the  pioneer  days  in 
Harrison  County,  and  as  a young  man  he  went 
to  Illinois,  where  he  remained  four  years  and 
where  his  marriage  was  solemnized.  Upon  his 
return  to  Harrison  County  he  engaged  In  farm- 
ing in  Nottingham  Township,  and  there  his 
first  wife  died.  She  was  a devoted  member  of 
the  Christian  Church.  The  names  of  their 
children  are  here  recorded : Rachel,  Anna  Eliza, 
Mary  Jane,  Isaac  S.,  Sarah  Margaret,  Taylor 
Fremont,  Philip  Randolph  and  Jennison  L. 
For  his  second  wife  Jacob  Cope  wedded  Ruth 
Amanda  Rose,  and  they  became  the  parents  of 
seven  children : Ida,  Nannie,  J.  Osburne, 

Thomas  B.,  Lucy  M.,  Walter  M.  and  Lyle.  Mr. 
Cope  was  venerable  in  years  at  the  time  of  his 
death  and  his  widow  survived  him  by  several 
years,  both  having  been  active  members  of  the 
Christian  Church. 

Taylor  Fremont  Cope  was  reared  to  the 
sturdy  discipline  of  the  home  farm  and  profited 
by  the  advantages  offered  by  the  district  schools 
of  his  native  township.  From  his  young  man- 
hood he  has  been  actively  engaged  in  farm  en- 
terprise in  Harrison  County,  first  in  Nottlng- 
hnm  Township,  where  he  remained  until  1898. 
when  he  removed  to  Cadiz  Township.  .There 
he  remained  three  years,  at  the  expiration  of 
which  time  he  established  his  residence  upon 
his  present  farm,  which  comprises  134  acres 
and  is  one  of  the  model  places  of  Nottingham 
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Township.  Mr.  Cope  has  made  many  excellent 
Improvements  on  this  farm,  including  the  erec- 
tion of  nearly  all  of  the  farm  buildings  that 
now  give  evidence  of  his  distinctive  thrift  and 
prosperity.  In  connection  with  diversified 
agriculture  he  raises  good  grades  of  live-stock, 
with  special  attention  given  to  breeding  the 
large  type  of  Poland-China  swine.  Mr.  Cope  is 
a republican  in  his  political  allegiance,  and 
has  been  one  of  the  loyal  and  influential  men 
of  his  township  in  connection  with  community 
affairs.  Here  he  served  six  years  as  township 
trustee,  for  a similar  period  held  the  office  of 
township  treasurer  and  six  years  of  service 
were  given  as  a member  of  the  school  board  of 
his  district.  Further  evidence  of  his  personal 
popularity  and  the  high  estimate  placed  upon 
his  ability  and  civic  loyalty  came  when  he  was 
elected  a member  of  the  Board  of  County  Com- 
missioners, in  which  capacity  he  served  from 
September,  1909,  until  September,  1913,  with  a 
record  that  reflects  honor  upon  him  and  that 
was  marked  by  his  supporting  of  measures  that 
proved  of  marked  benefit  to  the  county  and  its 
people.  Mr.  Cope  and  his  wife  hold  member- 
ship in  the  Christian  Church. 

June  1,  1878,  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Cope  to  Miss  Jane  Estella  Johnson,  daughter 
of  the  late  Benjamin  H.  Johnson,  to  whom  a 
memoir  is  dedicated  on  other  pages  of  this 
volume.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cope  had  three  children : 
D.  Frank,  who  now  resides  at  Cadiz,  Is  engaged 
in  the  selling  of  most  all  kinds  of  machinery, 
touring  through  different  parts  of  the  country, 
married  Miss  Frances  Haverfleld,  and  they  have 
two  children, — Isabel  and  Taylor  F.  The  sec- 
ond child,  an  unnamed  son,  died  in  infancy. 
Martha,  who  remains  at  the  parental  home,  Is 
a successful  and  popular  teacher  in  the  schools 
of  her  native  county.  She  taught  three  years 
in  her  home  district,  and  in  1921  is  teaching  In 
the  schools  of  Cadiz  City. 

Frank  B.  Grove,  of  Cadiz,  who  is  a practic- 
ing attorney  at  the  Harrison  County  bar,  has 
also  had  political  preferment,  having  served  as 
prosecuting  attorney  and  as  a deputy  in  the 
office  of  the  clerk  of  courts  and  as  clerk  of 
Harrison  County.  He  entered  the  office  as 
deputy  clerk  in  1903,  and  In  1906  was  elected 
clerk,  and  re-elected  In  190$  In  1914  Mr. 
Grove  was  elected  prosecuting  attorney  of  Har- 
rison County  and  served  two  terms  as  prose- 
cutor. He  supplemented  his  education  in  com- 
mon schools  by  attending  Franklin  College  at 
New  Athens,  graduating  from  there  in  1900  with 
the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Philosophy,  and  he 
then  spent  three  years  as  a teacher  in  the  pub- 
lic schools  of  Harrison  County. 

Frank  B.  Grove  was  bora  January  28,  1879, 
in  Short  Creek  Township,  Harrison  County. 
His  father,  Frank  P,  Grove,  came  from  York 
County,  Pennsylvania,  but  the  mother,  Nancy 
(Mitchell)  Grove,  was  bora  in  Cadiz  Township. 
She  is  a daughter  of  Rudolph  and  Nancy 
(Faral)  Mitchell.  Rudolph  Mitchell  was  one 
of  the  pioneer  farmers  of  Harrison  County. 
While  his  ancestry  came  from  Pennsylvania,  F. 
P.  Grove  grew  into  manhood  in  Harrison 
County,  and  as  a young  man  he  worked  as  a 


carpenter.  He  became  an  expert  as  a builder 
of  winding  stairs  in  the  days  when  all  wood 
turning  required  the  skill  of  a master  instead 
of  being  turned  out'  by  machinery  as  It  is  today. 
He  died  in  1915,  but  his  wife  still  lives  in  the 
county.  Mr.  Grove  was  a Civil  war  soldier, 
serving  three  years  in  the  One  Hundred  Twenty- 
sixth  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  and  he  was  in 
all  the  engagements  of  his  regiment  until  he 
was  wounded  at  Spottsyl vania  Court  House. 

The  children  born  to  Frank  P.  Grove  were: 
Janet,  wife  of  Charles  W.  Field;  Jesse  M., 
Ella  M.,  Clara  E.,  wife  of  John  C,  Smith; 
Lauretta  B.,  wife  of  W.  F.  Livingston;  and 
Frank  B.  Grove. 

Except  when  holding  official  position  Frank 
B.  Grove  engaged  in  the  practice  of  law  since 
graduating  from  Franklin  College.  In  1908  he 
married  Clara  E.  Arbaugh,  a daughter  of  A.  G. 
Arbaugh,  of  Jewett.  They  have  one  son,  John 
Francis  Grove. 

Mr.  Grove  is  a member  of  the  Knights  of 
Pythias  Lodge,  and  he  holds  a membership 
with  the  Sons  of  Veterans  in  Cadiz.  The  fam- 
ily belongs  to  the  United  Presbyterian  Churchy 
and  he  is  serving  as  one  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees. He  is  a director  and  stockholder  In  the* 
Harrison  and  Jefferson  Telephone  Company- 
As  legal  adviser  he  is  in  touch  with  all  of  the 
business  interests  of  the  community.  There 
were  twenty-seven  members  in  his  graduating 
class  from  Franklin  College,  and  he  was  the 
second  honor  student  in  literary  attainment. 
Few  men  are  better  acquainted  with  the  history 
of  the  community.  Mr.  Grove  has  always  lived 
In  Harrison  County. 

W.  Alfred  Johnson  is  a representative  of  one 
of  the  very  appreciable  number  of  sterling 
pioneer  families  Identified  with  the  Society  of 
Friends  who  early  settled  in  Harrison  County, 
and  he  and  his  wife  are  members  of  the  gentle 
and  benign  religious  organization  mentioned 
above,  Mr,  Johnson  being  a birthright  member. 
He  is  the  owner  of  a fine  little  farm  of  twenty- 
five  acres  In  Short  Creek  Township,  and  In  the 
productive  enterprise  of  the  same  he  finds  ample 
demand  upon  his  time  and  attention. 

Mr.  Johnson  was  born  In  Short  Creek  Town- 
ship on  the  24th  of  April,  1867,  and  is  a son  of 
William  C.  and  Judith  C.  (Stanley)  Johnson, 
the  former  of  whom  was  bora  near  George- 
town, Short  Creek  Township,  May  24,  1833, 
and  the  latter  was  bora  in  Columbiana  County' 
Ohio,  a daughter  of  John  Stanley,  Jr.,  a pioneer 
settler  in  that  county.  Micajah  Johnson, 
grandfather  of  him  whose  name  initiates  this 
review,  was  born  and  reared  near  the  historic 
old  City  of  Richmond,  Virginia,  in  which  com- 
monwealth the  family  was  founded  in  the  co- 
lonial days,  and  he  became  one  of  the  pioneer 
farmers  in  Short  Creek  Township,  Harrison 
County,  where  he  lived  and  wrought  to  goodly 
ends  and  commanded  the  fullest  measure  of 
popular  esteem.  He  contributed  his  quota  to 
the  civic  and  industrial  development  of  the 
county  and  he  and  his  wife,  whose  maiden 
name  was  Edna  Ladd,  were  zealous  members 
of  the  Society  of  Friends,  In  the  faith  of  which 
they  were  reared.  They  became  the  parents 
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of  six  children — Judith  D.,  William  C.,  Jona- 
than, Mary  T.,  Ellzaoeth  A.  and  Thomas 
El  wood. 

William  C.  Johnson  passed  his  entire  life  in 
Short  Creek  Township  and  became  not  only  one 
of  its  prosperous  farmers  but  also  served  many 
years  as  a minister  of  the  orthodox  organiza- 
tion of  the  Society  of  Friends,  he  having  con- 
tinued as  a zealous,  able  and  faithful  minister 
of  this  church  from  about  1876  until  his  death 
in  1901,  his  widow  having  survived  him  but  a 
short  period,  as  she  passed  to  the  life  eternal 
in  1903.  Their  children  were  the  following: 
Edith,  Ellen  H.,  Anna  M.  (died  in  1898),  W. 
Alfred,  Ida,  Charles  Ross  (died  at  the  age  of 
three  months),  and  Franklin  S. 

W.  Alfred  Johnson  gained  his  early  educa- 
tion in  the  district  schools  of  his  native  town- 
ship, and  thereafter  he  pursued  higher  studies 
in  8krio  College  and  also  in  the  college  main- 
tained under  the  auspices  of  the  Society  of 
Friends  at  Damascus,  Mahoning  County.  As  a 
young  man  he  engaged  in  independent  farm 
enterprise  in  his  native  township,  and  he  still 
owns  an  attractive  little  farm,  as  already  noted, 
though  he  has  devoted  his  attention  mainly  to 
the  manufacturing  of  evaporated  corn  since  the 
year  1903.  The  output  the  first  year  was  about 
150  gallons,  and  from  this  modest  Inception  the 
enterprise  has  expanded  until  the  annual  output 
is  now  about  1,500  gallons.  Mr.  Johnson  has 
had  no  desire  to  enter  the  arena  of  so-called 
practical  politics,  but  is  well  fortified  in  his 
political  views  and  is  independent  in  his  voting, 
supporting  principles  rather  than  parties.  He 
and  his  wife  hold  membership  in  the  Friends 
Church  at  West  Grove. 

In  1892  was  solemnized  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Johnson  to  Miss  Elizabeth  Whitten,  daughter  of 
William  and  Elizabeth  Whitten,  of  Jefferson 
County.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Johnson  have  no  chil- 
dren, but  they  delight  in  welcoming  into  their 
pleasant  home  not  only  their  many  friends  of 
their  own  generation  but  also  the  children  and 
young  folk  of  the  community. 

Charles  L.  Scott,  of  the  Scott- Wright  Com- 
pany in  Cadiz,  is  a citizen  of  Harrison  County 
from  choice,  his  birth  occurring  July  5,  1866. 
in  Somerset  County,  Pennsylvania.  He  is  a 
son  of  David  C.  and  Martha  (Price)  Scott,  the 
mother  a daughter  of  Benjamin  and  Tac.v 
(Gore)  Price.  Benjamin  Price  was  a Meth- 
odist minister. 

The  grandfather,  William  Scott,  and  the 
grandmother,  Nancy  (Rush)  Scott,  were  natives 
of  Somerset  County,  Pennsylvania,  William 
Scott  was  a lawyer,  a member  of  the  bar  in 
Somerset  County,  and  he  practiced  law  there 
for  many  years.  His  son  David  C.  Scott  was 
bom  there,  and  April  19.  1861,  he  enlisted  in 
Company  A of  the  Tenth  Pennsylvania  Reserve 
Infantry — a Civil  war  soldier.  For  three 
months  he  was  a member  of  this  reserve  regi- 
ment. and  was  then  regularly  mustered  in  to 
the  U.  S.  Army,  giving  three  years  to  the  serv- 
ice. He  went  through  the  Peninsular  campaign 
with  General  McClelland,  and  was  wounded 
at  Fredericksburg.  He  was  also  in  the  battles 
of  Gettysburg,  the  Wilderness  and  Antietam. 


For  four  years  in  the  reconstruction  period 
following  the  Civil  war  Mr.  Scott  engaged  in 
contract  railroad  construction,  and  his  next 
business  venture  was  at  Rockwood,  Pennsyl- 
vania, where  he  engaged  in  the  lumber  trade. 
For  four  years  he  was  United  States  Internal 
revenue  collector.  His  first  business  introduc- 
tion to  Cadiz  and  community  was  in  1887,  when 
he  joined  his  brother  A.  W\  Scott  in  the  sale 
of  clothing  and  shoes.  After  a time  he  located 
in  Minerva.  Ohio,  remaining  there  seven  years 
in  the  sale  of  clothing.  He  finally  returned  to 
Cadiz,  but  in  a short  time  retired  from  business 
and  returned  to  Somerset  County,  Pennsylvania. 
His  children  are:  Charles  L.,  May,  Margaret, 
James  B.  and  Nancy. 

Charles  L.  Scott  had  educational  advantages 
in  Somerset  County,  and  he  later  attended  Beth- 
any College.  When  he  was  but  sixteen  he  be- 
gan teaching,  and  continued  for  four  years  as  a 
teacher.  While  teaching  his  vacation  periods 
were  spent  at  college  and  finally  he  spent  two 
full  years  in  Bethany  College.  In  1886  Mr. 
Scott  engaged  as  a clerk  with  his  uncle  in  the 
clothing  and  shoe  store,  and  in  1890  he  went  to 
Minerva  with  his  father.  In  December,  four 
years  later,  they  bought  the  business  of  the 
uncle  and  returned  to  Cadiz. 

In  March.  1895.  Mr.  Scott  took  charge  of  his 
father’s  business,  and  two  years  later  he  bought 
it.  The  enterprise  was  continued  as  a clothing 
and  shoe  store,  and  in  1910  it  was  organized  as 
the  Scott-Wright  Company  and  dry  goods,  car- 
pets and  rugs,  etc.,  have  been  added  to  the 
stock.  Mr.  Scott  also  owns  a one-half  interest 
in  the  Canaga-Scott  Company,  a general  store 
in  Scio. 

In  1891  C.  L.  Scott  married  Nettie,  a daugh- 
ter of  Henry  C.  and  Sarah  McClure,  of  Mans- 
field. Ohio.  Their  first  child,  Martha,  is  de- 
ceased. and  they  have  twin  daughters.  Mary 
and  Margaret.  Mr.  Scott  is  a member  of  the 
Masonic  Blue  Lodge  and  Chapter  of  Cadiz  and 
the  Commandery  at  Bellaire.  He  is  also  a mem- 
ber of  the  Eastern  Star.  The  Scott  family  are 
members  of  the  Christian  Church  in  Cadiz. 

Milo  V.  Ooubtright  has  gained  secure  van- 
tage ground  as  one  of  the  progressive  and  rep- 
resentative business  men  of  his  native  county 
and  is  a partner  in  the  Carrollton  Milling  Com- 
pany. In  connection  with  the  Carrollton  Milling 
Company  he  has  been  a forceful  factor  in  devel- 
oping one  of  the  important  industrial  industries 
of  the  county.  He  was  bom  in  Center  Town- 
ship, this  county.  November  24,  1865,  and  is  a 
scion  of  a family  whose  name  has  been  identified 
with  the  annals  of  Ohio  for  more  than  a century. 
His  grandfather,  Isaac  Courtright,  was  bora  at 
Beaver  Falls,  Beaver  County.  Pennsylvania, 
July  8.  1814.  and  was  four  years  old  when  his 
pa  rents  came  to  Ohio  and  established  their  home 
in  Columbiana  County,  whence  ten  years  later 
they  removed  to  Jefferson  County,  where  they 
endured  the  full  tension  of  strenuous  pioneer 
life  and  where  they  continued  to  reside  until 
their  deaths.  Isaac  Courtright  was  the  eighth 
in  a family  of  twelve  children  bora  to  John  and 
Mary  (Clarke)  Courtright,  who  were  natives  of 
New  Jersey  and  who  established  their  resi- 
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dence  in  Pennsylvania  in  the  opening  years  of 
the  nineteenth  century,  their  home  having  been 
in  Beaver  County,  that  state,  until  they  came 
to  Ohio  in  1818. 

Isaac  Courtright  was  reared  under  the  con- 
ditions that  marked  the  early  pioneer  period 
of  Ohio  history  and  early  became  dependent 
upon  his  own  resources.  He  first  came  to  Car- 
roll  County  in  1822,  but  three  years  later  he 
left  the  county,  to  which  he  returned  after  the 
lapse  of  an  additional  five  years.  July  5,  1836, 
he  married  Miss  Sarah  Norris,  who  was  born 
in  New  Jersey  and  who  was  young  when  she 
accompanied  her  parents  to  Ohio.  The  young 
couple  established  their  home  on  a pioneer  farm 
in  Union  Township,  Carroll  County,  but  in  1838 
they  removed  to  Center  Township,  where  he  de- 
veloped and  improved  the  fine  farm,  about  two 
miles  distant  from  Carrollton,  on  which  he 
passed  the  remainder  of  his  life.  His  wife  died 
April  22.  1885  and  he  passed  away  at  the  vener- 
able age  of  seventy-five  years,  honored  by  all 
who  knew  him.  Both  were  zealous  members 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and  in  poli- 
tics he  was  a republican,  having  served  in 
various  local  offices  of  public  trust.  He  was 
one  of  the  venerable  pioneer  citizens  of  Carroll 
County  at  the  time  of  his  death.  Of  his  five 
children  the  only  one  who  attained  to  maturity 
was  James,  father  of  him  whose  name  intro- 
duces this  review. 

James  Courtright  was  born  .in  Union  Town- 
ship,  Carroll  County,  and  he  passed  the  period 
of  his  childhood  and  early  youth  on  his  fa- 
ther’s farm  in  Center  Township.  That  he  made 
good  use  of  his  educational  advantages  is  shown 
in  the  fact  that  for  several  years  he  was  a suc- 
cessful teacher  in  the  district  schools.  How- 
ever, he  never  faltered  in  his  allegiance  to  the 
basic  industry  of  agriculture,  and  continued  as 
one  of  the  representative  farmers  of  Carroll 
County  until  about  five  years  prior  to  his  death. 
Upon  retiring  from  the  farm  he  and  his  wife 
removed  to  Chicago  Junction,  Huron  County, 
where  the  latter  died  in  1914  and  where  he 
passed  away  February  19,  1909.  The  maiden 
name  of  his  wife  was  Barbara  Cook,  and  she 
was  bom  in  Washington  Township,  Carroll 
County,  in  1840.  Both  were  earnest  members 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and  his  po- 
litical affiliation  was  with  the  republican  party. 
They  are  survived  by  three  children : Ida,  bora 
November  10,  1863 ; Milo  V.,  the  immediate  sub- 
ject of  this  review;  and  Martha,  bora  Decem- 
ber 12,  1878. 

Milo  V.  Courtright  found  the  first  twenty-six 
years  of  his  life  compassed  by  the  influences  of 
the  home  farm,  and  in  the  meanwhile  he 
profited  fully  by  the  advantages  offered  by  the 
public  schools  of  his  native  county.  At  the  age 
of  twenty-six  years  he  established  himself  in 
the  timber  business,  with  headquarters  in  the 
city  of  Carrollton,  and  two  years  later  he  turned 
his  attention  to  the  buying  and  shipping  of 
grain,  in  which  he  continued  independent  oper- 
ations six  years.  In  1900  he  became  associated 
with  Harvey  J.  W.  Courtright  and  engaged  in 
the  flour-milling  business,  under  the  firm  name 
of  Courtright  & Courtright,  Later  the  business 
was  consolidated  with  that  of  Perry  O.  Mc- 


Cully,  of  whom  mention  is  made  on  other 
pages,  and  In  1910  the  milling  plant  was  estab- 
lished at  its  present  location,  with  modern 
equipment  and  facilities.  Here  the  vigorous  and 
prosperous  industrial  enterprise  has  been  con- 
ducted under  the  corporate  title  of  the  Carroll- 
ton Milling  Company,  and  Mr.  Courtright  has 
been  able  effectively  to  utilize  his  executive  and 
initiative  ability  in  furthering  the  splendid  suc- 
cess of  the  business.  In  1920  he  sold  his  inter- 
est in  the  Carrollton  Milling  Company  and  is 
now  manager  of  the  Farmers  Exchange  Com- 
pany, who  own  the  mill. 

The  republican  party  receives  the  allegiance 
of  Mr.  Courtright,  and  he  has  given  six  years  of 
effective  service  as  a member  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil of  Carrollton,  besides  having  been  for  nine 
years  a member  of  the  Board  of  Education.  He 
is  affiliated  with  the  Modern  Woodmen  of  Amer- 
ica and  the  Knights  of  the  Maccabees,  and  both 
he  and  his  wife  hold  membership  in  the  Meth- 
odist Episcopal  .Church. 

In  1890  Mr.  Courtright  was  united  in  mar- 
riage to  Miss  Lydia  B.  Ralston,  who  was  born 
at  Martins  Ferry,  Belmont  County,  Ohio,  and 
who  was  a child  at  the  time  of  the  family  re- 
moval to  Carroll  County.  Her  parents,  John 
and  Rebecca  Ralston,  are  deceased.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Courtright  have  two  children:  Lillian  is 
the  wife  of  David  O.  Brown,  and  they  reside 
at  Broken  Bow.  Judicial  center  of  Custer 
County,  Nebraska ; Ralph  V.  was  graduated 
from  the  Carrollton  High  School  and  is  now, 
in  1920,  a member  of  the  sophomore  class  In 
Mount  Union  College. 

Clyde  M.  Babb  claims  Harrison  County  as  the 
place  of  his  nativity,  and  for  him  can  be 
claimed  the  honor  of  achieving  distinct  success 
as  one  of  the  prosperous  and  progressive  repre- 
sentatives of  mercantile  enterprise  in  this 
County.  He  has  been  engaged  in  the  general 
merchandise  business  in  the  village  of  Tippe- 
canoe since  1897.  and  is  a citizen  whose  high 
standing  In  the  community  renders  specially 
consistent  his  recognition  within  the  pages  of 
this  history. 

Mr.  Barr  was  born  in  North  Township,  Har- 
rison County,  on  the  2d  of  February,  1.869,  and 
is  a son  of  .Tames  W.  and  Mary  (Pierson)  Barr, 
the  former  of  whom  was  born  near  Paris,  Penn- 
sylvania. and  the  latter  of  whom  was  born  at 
Jersey.  Licking  County.  Ohio,  a daughter  of 
Elijah  and  Sarah  (Mingis)  Pierson.  Elijah 
Pierson  was  born  in  the  state  of  New  Jersey 
and  was  a young  man  when  he  came  to  Ohio 
and  established  his  home  in  Licking  County, 
where  he  became  a representative  merchant  at 
Jersey,  in  which  village  he  conducted  a gen- 
eral store  for  many  years,  he  having  there  re- 
mained until  the  time  of  his  death,  and  his 
widow  likewise  having  died  at  that  place,  their 
two  children  having  been  Martha  and  Mary, 
The  parents  were  earnest  members  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church. 

James  W.  Barr  was  a son  of  Matthew  W.  and 
Margaret  (Williamson)  Barr,  both  natives  of 
the  old  Keystone  state.  In  the  ’40s  Matthew 
W.  Barr  came  from  Pennsylvania  to  Ohio  and 
settled  on  Bacon  Ridge,  Jefferson  County,  where 
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he  passed  the  remainder  of  his  life,  he  having 
been  drowned  while  endeavoring  to  swim  one 
of  his  horses  across  the  Ohio  River.  His  chil- 
dren were  seven  in  number:  Joseph,  James  W., 
Thomas  W.,  Margaret  Jane,  Eleanor,  Elizabeth 
and  Nancy  Ann. 

James  W.  Barr  was  young  at  the  time  the 
family  came  to  Ohio  and  established  a home  in 
Jefferson  County.  When  the  Civil  war  was 
precipitated  he  did  not  long  restrain  his  youth- 
ful patriotism,  for  records  show  that  on  the 
19th  of  August,  1862,  he  enlisted  as  a private 
in  Company  H,  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-Sixth 
Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  with  which  command 
he  continued  in  service  until  he  was  incapaci- 
tated by  an  attack  of  typhoid  fever,  his  honor- 
able discharge  having  been  received  on  the  30th 
of  May,  1866.  While  afflicted  with  typhoid  fever 
he  was  placed  in  a military  hospital  in  the  city 
of  Columbus,  Ohio,  and  it  was  while  in  this 
institution  that  he  formed  the  acquaintance  of 
the  young  woman  who  later  became  his  wife. 
The  disability  entailed  by  his  illness  resulted 
in  his  receiving  his  honorable  discharge  from 
the  army,  and  after  recuperating  he  remained 
for  a time  on  a farm  near  Conotton,  North 
Township,  Harrison  County.  In  the  early  ’70s 
he  engaged  in  the  retail  hardware  business  at 
Uhrichsville,  Tuscarawas  County,  and  shortly 
afterward  his  place  of  business  was  destroyed 
by  fire.  By  reason  of  the  impaired  health  of 
his  wife  they  returned  to  the  old  home  at  Jer- 
sey, Licking  County,  and  there  his  death  oc- 
curred on  the  15th  of  November,  1877,  his  de- 
voted wife  having  passed  away  on  the  4th  of 
January,  1874.  Both  were  earnest  members  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church.  Of  their  two  chil- 
dren Clyde  M.,  of  this  review,  is  the  elder,  and 
the  younger,  Bessie  O.,  is  the  wife  of  Rev. 
Charles  M.  Robb,  a clergyman  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  and  at  the  time  of  this  writing 
pastor  of  the  church  of  this  denomination  at 
Mount  Vernon,  Iowa.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Robb  have 
five  children — Dorothy,  Mary,  Helen,  Ruth  and 
Gladys. 

After  the  death  of  his  parents  Clyde  M.  Barr 
was  taken  into  the  home  of  his  widowed  mater- 
nal grandmother,  at  Jersey,  Licking  County, 
where  he  profited  by  the  advantages  of  the 
public  schools,  as  did  he  later  by  those  of  the 
city  of  Columbus,  where  he  continued  his 
studies  two  years.  As  a young  man  he  was  em- 
ployed two  years  at  farm  work  in  Harrison 
County,  and  thereafter  he  was  similarly  en- 
gaged in  Licking  County  for  a period  of  six 
years.  . » 

In  1897  Mr.  Barr  formed  a partnership  with 
Howard  Auld  and  engaged  in  the  general  mer- 
chandise business  at  Tippecanoe,  Harrison 
County,  where  he  has  continued  his  active  and 
successful  connection  with  this  enterprise  dur- 
ing the  intervening  years.  In  1901  he  pur- 
chased his  partner’s  interest  and  he  has  since 
maintained  sole  control  of  the  substantial  busi- 
ness, with  a store  that  is  well  stocked  and  gives 
the  effective  service  that  assures  appreciative 
supporting  patronage.  In  Stock  Township  he 
is  the  owner  of  an  excellent  farm  of  171  acres, 
and  he  finds  both  satisfaction  and  profit  in  giv- 
ing to  the  same  his  personal  supervision  in  a 


general  way.  He  and  his  wife  are  zealous 
members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in 
their  home  village,  and  he  has  long  given  ef- 
fective service  as  a trustee  and  the  treasurer 
of  this  church.  In  politics  his  support  is  ac- 
corded to  the  republican  party. 

July  28,  1901,  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Barr  to  Miss  Addle  B.  McFadden,  who  was  born 
and  reared  in  Stock  Township,  Harrison  County, 
and  who  is  a daughter  of  William  W.  and  Mar- 
garet J.  (Johnson)  McFadden.  Mr.  McFadden 
was  born  in  Stock  Township,  and  passed  his 
entire  life  in  Harrison  County,  where  his  death 
occurred  on  the  1st  of  January,  1885,  His  wife 
was  born  January  11,  1849  and  her  death  oc- 
curred June  20,  1914.  Mr.  McFadden  was  one  of 
the  prosperous  farmers  of  the  neighborhood  in 
which  he  was  born,  and  he  passed  the  closing 
years  of  his  life  on  his  farm  in  Stock  Town- 
ship, a short  distance  north  of  Laceyville.  He 
and  his  wife  were  earnest  members  of  the  Meth- 
odist Episcopal  Church.  Of  their  children  the 
first  two.  Ora  Lee  and  Della,  died  in  early 
childhood;  Shirley  M.  is  the  wife  of  Charles 
L.  Miller,  of  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania ; Addie  B.f 
wife  of  the  subject  of  this  review,  was  the  next 
in  order  of  birth;  Robert  E.  met  a tragic  death 
while  employed  in  one  of  the  great  steel  mills 
at  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania,  in  1907;  and  Wil- 
lis Estelle  is  the  wife  of  Homer  Bower,  of  Port 
Washington,  Tuscarawas  County.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Barr  have  five  children ; Ansel  Lee,  Robert 
Dale.  Wayne  W.,  Menzie  Margaret  and  Shirley 
Estelle. 

Wilson  H.  Maddox,  a representative  farmer 
of  Short  Creek  Township,  is  a scion  of  a ster- 
ling and  honored  family  whose  name  has  been 
identified  with  the  history  of  Harrison  County 
since  the  year  1825.  He  was  born  on  the  old 
Maddox  homestead  in  Short  Creek  Township, 
March  6,  1871,  and  is  the  eldest  child  and  only 
son  of  the  late  Thomas  and  Henrietta  T. 
(Hague)  Maddox,  the  former  of  whom  was 
born  in  Short  Creek  Township  June  22,  1841, 
and  the  latter  likewise  was  born  in  this  county, 
a daughter  of  Henry  and  Sarah  A.  (Thomp- 
son) Hague.  Thomas  Maddox  was  a son  of 
Wilson  Maddox,  who  was  born  in  Caroline 
County,  Virginia,  July  24,  1813,  and  who  was 
about  twelve  years  old  at  the  time  of  the  family 
removal  to  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  where  he 
passed  the  remainder  of  his  life.  November  30, 
1836.  recorded  his  marriage  to  Miss  Mary  Ladd, 
likewise  a native  of  Virginia,  she  being  a daugh- 
ter of  Robert  and  Mary  T.  Ladd,  who  came  to 
Harrison  County  in  the  early  ’30s.  Wilson  Mad- 
dox was  a son  of  Thomas  and  Jane  (Freeman) 
Maddox,  who  came  from  Virginia  to  Ohio  in 
1825  and  settled  on  a partially  improved  farm 
in  section  15.  Short  Creek  Township,  Harrison 
County,  where  they  remained  until  their  deaths. 
Thomas  Maddox  having  died  January  5,  1838, 
aged  sixty  years,  and  his  widow  having  been 
eighty-four  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  her 
death,  December  30,  1858.  Their  two  children 
were  Eliza,  who  died  in  Virginia,  and  Wilson. 
Both  families  were  actively  affiliated  with  the 
Society  of  Friends,  the  faith  of  which  has  been 
retained  by  later  generations.  The  Maddox 
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family  is  of  Englisb  origin  and  was  founded  in 
Virginia  in  the  colonial  era  of  our  national 
history. 

After  the  death  of  his  father  Wilson  Maddox 
continued  in  charge  of  the  old  home  farm  un- 
til 1859,  when  he  removed  to  a farm  which  he 
purchased  in  section  14,  Short  Creek  Town- 
ship, and  there  he  died  before  the  close  of  that 
year — at  the  age  of  forty-five  years.  Of  him 
the  following  estimate  has  been  given:  “He 

was  an  industrious  farmer  during  his  entire 
active  career,  and  became  one  of  the  largest 
growers  of  fine  wool  sheep  in  Harrison  County. 
He  was  an  enthusiast  in  all  things  pertaining 
to  the  public  good  and  always  ready  to  support 
movements  tending  to  advance  his  native  county. 
In  politics  he  was  originally  a whig  and  later 
a republican,  and  both  he  and  his  wife  were 
birthright  members  of  the  Society  of  Friends.” 
Wilson  and  Mary  T.  (Ladd)  Maddox  became 
the  parents  of  four  children — Eliza  (Mrs.  G.  B. 
Coutant),  Thomas  (father  of  the  subject  of  this 
sketch),  Mary  Jane  (Mrs.  Benjamin  Chambers), 
and  Virginia  W.  (Mrs.  William  Buchanan). 
The  devoted  mother  survived  her  husband  by 
fifteen  years  and  entered  Into  eternal  rest  in 
1874,  aged  fifty-six  years. 

Thomas  Maddox,  father  of  him  whose  name 
initiates  this  article,  was  reared  and  educated 
In  Short  Creek  Township,  where  in  1869  was 
solemnized  his  marriage  to  Miss  Henrietta  T. 
Hague.  They  remained  on  the  old  Maddox 
homestead  until  the  death  of  the  loved  wife 
and  mother,  who  passed  away  on  the  13th  of 
January,  1886,  and  who  was  survived  by  three 
children — Wilson  H.,  to  whom  this  review  is 
dedicated:  Annie  M.,  who  is  the  wife  of  Ben- 
jamin Haldeman,  of  East  Rochester,  Columbiana 
County;  and  Miss  Carrie  E.,  who  remains  with 
her  brother  on  the  homestead  farm  to  which 
their  father  removed  after  the  death  of  the 
mother,  he  having  sold  his  portion  of  the  farm 
of  his  father  and  having  then  purchased  the 
farm  which  was  formerly  owned  and  reclaimed 
by  Isaac  Thomas.  Thomas  Maddox  continued 
as  one  of  the  honored  citizens  and  representa- 
tive farmers  of  Short  Creek  Township  until  his 
death,  on  the  27th  of  February,  1919,  a few 
months  prior  to  the  seventy-eighth  anniversary 
of  his  birth.  He  was  aligned  with  the  repub- 
lican party  until  he  transferred  his  allegiance 
to  the  prohibition  party,  of  whose  cause  he  was 
an  ardent  supporter,  and  he  was  a leading  ex- 
ponent of  agricultural  and  live-stock  industry 
in  his  native  county,  his  farm,  comprising 
eighty  acres  In  section  19,  having  been  made  a 
center  of  successful  dairy  enterprise,  with  the 
finest  type  of  Jersey  cattle,  and  the  finely  Im- 
proved place  being  now  the  home  of  his  only 
son  and  the  younger  of  his  two  daughters,  the 
son  having  assumed  the  active  management  of 
the  place  a number  of  years  prior  to  the  death 
of  the  honored  father. 

Wilson  H.  Maddox  is  fully  upholding  the  civic 
and  industrial  prestige  of  the  family  name  and 
is  one  of  the  enterprising  and  popular  repre- 
sentatives of  farm  industry  in  his  native  county. 
He  acquired  his  early  education  in  the  public 
schools  of  Short  Creek  Township,  where  he  con- 
tinued to  be  associated  with  the  activities  of 


the  home  farm  until  he  had  attained  to  the  age 
of  twenty-four  years.  He  was  thereafter  a resi- 
dent of  the  city  of  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania, 
for  twelve  years,  and  there  became  a successful 
dealer  in  butter  and  eggs.  In  1907  he  returned 
to  and  assumed  charge  of  the  old  home  farm, 
to  the  management  of  which  he  has  since  given 
his  attention,  the  place  being  devoted  to  diversi- 
fied agriculture  and  dairy  enterprise,  in  con- 
nection with  which  latter  department  Mr.  Mad- 
dox is  a successful  breeder  of  registered  Jersey 
cattle.  He  is  a republican  in  political  adher- 
ency,  and  he  and  his  wife  are  birthright  and 
zealous  members  of  the  Society  of  Friends,  as 
was  also  his  first  wife.  His  affiliation  is  with 
the  Friends  Church  at  West  Grove. 

In  1894  Mr.  Maddox  was  united  in  marriage  to 
Miss  Margaret  L.  Ladd,  daughter  of  Joseph  and 
Francina  (Cook)  Ladd,  of  Columbiana  County, 
Ohio,  and  she  passed  to  the  life  eternal  In  the 
year  1899.  Joseph  T.  is  the  only  child  of  this 
union.  Joseph  T.  Maddox,  who  was  for  three* 
years  a student  at  Earlham  College,  an  ad- 
mirable institution  maintained  by  the  Society 
of  Friends  at  Richmond,  Indiana.  He  taught 
school  in  1919-20  at  Guilford  College,  North 
• Carolina,  but  in  1921  Is  a chemist  with  the  Em- 
pire Oil  & Fuel  Company  in  Kansas.  His  inten- 
tions are  to  ultimately  complete  his  college  edu- 
cation. 

The  second  marriage  of  Mr.  Maddox  was  sol- 
emnized on  May  11,  1904,  when  Miss  Erba  R., 
daughter  of  William  E.  and  Anna  (Willis) 
Ladd,  became  his  wife.  She  was  bom  at  Peoria, 
Illinois. 

Alfred  P.  Sheriff.  While  he  Is  an  Ohioan, 
Alfred  P.  Sheriff,  cashier  of  the  Harrison  Na- 
tional Bank  of  Cadiz,  is  not  a native  of  Har- 
rison County.  He  was  bom  April  20,  1857,  in 
Steubenville.  The  parents,  Adam  N.  and  Mary 
(Vickrey)  Sheriff,  were  Pennsylvanians.  The 
father  was  bora  in  1832,  at  Mercer,  Pennsyl- 
vania, while  the  mother  was  bom  In  1831,  at 
New  Brighton,  and  in  1856  they  were  married 
and  located  in  Ohio.  The  mother  was  a daugh- 
ter of  William  Vickrey. 

Adam  N.  Sheriff  was  a son  of  Joseph  Sheriff, 
who  lived  in  Allegheny  County,  Pennsylvania, 
and  his  mother  was  Nancy  Fulton,  of  that  com- 
munity. He  was  a saddler  and  harness  maker 
by  trade,  and  his  active  business  career  was 
passed  at  Mercer,  Pennsylvania.  When  Adam 
N.  Sheriff  located  in  Steubenville  as  a young 
man  he  worked  in  a woolen  mill  with  his  uncle, 
Janies  McDevitt.  Soon  after  his  marriage  he 
entered  the  service  of  the  Steubenville  and  In- 
diana Railroad,  later  known  as  the  Pittsburgh, 
Cincinnati.  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Railroad,  al- 
though at  the  time  it  only  extended  from  Steu- 
benville to  Newark,  Ohio.  Mr.  Sheriff  remained 
with  the  road  the  remainder  of  his  life,  al- 
though in  1866  he  came  to  Cadiz,  and  he  died 
In  1880 — an  honorable  record  of  employment 
through  many  years.  Mrs.  Sheriff  died  sixteen 
years  later.  They  were  members  of  the  Cadiz 
Presbyterian  Church,  and  Adam  N.  SherifT  was 
a member  of  the  Masonic  Lodge.  Their  children 
were:  Alfred  P.,  Agnes,  wife  of  John  W.  Gil- 
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lespie,  William  V.,  James  M.,  and  Caroline  T.,  * 
wife  of  W.  C.  Bigger.  # 

As  a young  man  Alfred  P.  Sheriff  attended 
the  public  schools  of  Cadiz,  and,  like  his  father, 
his  early  active  life  was  in  the  railroad  service. 
He  had  such  employment  both  in  Cadiz  and 
Wheeling.  In  1880,  however,  he  entered  the 
Harrison  National  Bank  as  teller,  and  was  soon 
advanced  to  assistant  cashier  and  later  became 
cashier  of  the  institution  so  long  associated  with 
the  business  Interests  of  Harrison  County.  Mr. 
SherifT  is  identified  with  the  community  inter- 
ests as  secretary  of  the  Third  Equitable  Build- 
ing and  Loan  Association,  and  he  is  also  a di- 
rector and  the  treasurer  of  the  Harrison  and 
Jefferson  Telephone  Company. 

In  1886  he  married  Platti  McNeely,  a daugh- 
ter of  Platoff  McNeely.  Their  children  are 
Helen  and  Alfred  P.  Sheriff,  Jr.  On  Septem- 
ber 7,  1917,  Alfred  P.  Sheriff,  Jr.,  enlisted  in 
the  World  war  and  entered  Camp  Sherman  for 
military  training.  He  was  a sergeant  in  the 
% One  Hundred  Fifty-Eighth  Depot  Brigade,  and 
in  May,  1918,  he  was  transferred  to  Camp  Tay- 
lor, where  he  was  assigned  as  sergeant  to  the 
One  Hundred  Fifty-Ninth  Depot  Brigade.  In 
June  he  was  returned  to  Camp  Sherman  with 
the  Eighty-fourth  Division,  and  when  the  ar- 
mistice was  signed  he  was  at  Gordon  Central 
Officer's  Training  School,  all  ready  for  over- 
seas service.  He  received  his  discharge  in  No- 
vember, after  more  than  one  year  of  special 
military  training. 

Thomas  William  Wells.  For  many  years 
Thomas  William  Wells  has  been  plowing,  sow- 
ing, tilling  and  reaping  on  the  land  and  the 
farm  which  has  been  his  home  practically  all 
his  life.  This  place  is  one  of  the  highly  Im- 
proved farms  of  Carroll  County,  contains  two 
hundred  acres,  and  is  located  in  Harrison  Town- 
ship on  Rural  Route  No.  1 out  of  Dellroy. 

Mr.  Wells,  who  has  a very  substantial  rela- 
tionship with  the  agricultural  and  civic  com- 
munity, was  born  in  Columbiana  County,  Ohio, 
February  7,  1871,  son  of  James  Henry  Farmer 
Wells  and  Belle  James  Wells.  His  grandfather 
was  William  Wells  of  an  old  Maryland  family, 
who  came  to  Ohio  in  pioneer  days  and  lived  in 
Columbiana  and  Jefferson  counties.  He  died  in 
Columbiana  County  in  1878,  having  survived  his 
wife  a number  of  years.  They  had  five  sons 
and  five  daughters,  and  second  among  the  sons 
was  James  Henry  Farmer  Wells.  The  latter 
grew  up  and  married  in  Columbiana  County, 
but  in  the  spring  of  1871  when  his  son  Thomas 
W.  was  six  weeks  old  moved  to  Harrison  Town- 
ship, Carroll  County,  and  acquired  the  land 
now  so  capably  handled  by  his  son.  He  lived 
there  until  his  death  in  1890,  and  was  one  of 
the  well  known  and  highly  respected  citizens  of 
Carroll  County.  The  widowed  mother  is  still 
living  in  Dellroy. 

The  oldest  of  three  sons,  Thomas  William 
Wells  lived  at  home  and  had  the  opportunities 
to  attend  the  Nebo  school  only  during  the  brief 
winter  terms.  His  help  was  needed  on  the  home 
farm  and  after  his  father’s  death  which  oc- 
curred when  he  was  about  eighteen  he  gave  all 
his  time  to  farming. 


In  1900  Mr.  Wells  married  Zua  Kelly,  daugh- 
ter of  Alpheus  and  Anna  (Cullar)  Kelly  of  Mi- 
nerva, Ohio.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wells  have  five 
children:  Charles  Guy,  born  in  1901,  a gradu- 

ate of  the  Dellroy  High  School ; William 
Dwain,  born  in  1903;  Howard  Kelly,  born  in 
1907;  Morris  James,  born  in  1912;  and  Erma 
Dorothy,  born  in  1919. 

Mr.  Wells’  program  since  his  marriage  has 
been  one  of  diversified  farming,  placing  his  de- 
pendence upon  the  staple  and  tried  and  true 
methods  of  agriculture  and  stock  raising.  He 
is  a member  of  the  Farmers  Exchange  of  Car- 
rollton of  Dellroy  Grange  No.  2113.  The  Wool 
Growers  Association  and  the  Farm  Bureau. 
Some  of  his  time  has  also  been  given  to  the  wel- 
fare of  the  local  community,  and  for  two  terms, 
four  years  altogether,  he  was  township  trustee. 
He  is  a republican  in  politics  and  a member  of 
the  Baxter’s  Ridge  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

Kirk  W.  Billingsley  has,  save  for  an  inter- 
val of  one  year,  been  continuously  engaged  in 
the  general  merchandise  business  at  Tippecanoe, 
Harrison  County,  since  the  year  1886,  and  thus 
he  stands  as  one  of  the  veteran  merchants,  even 
as  he  is  one  of  the  highly  esteemed  and  repre- 
sentative citizens,  of  this  attractive  village.  He 
has  long  controlled  a substantial  business,  in 
which  he  has  catered  successfully  to  the  require- 
ments of  an  appreciative  trade  drawn  from  the 
fine  section  of  which  Tippecanoe  Is  the  normal 
business  center. 

Mr.  Billingsley  was  born  on  a farm  in  Flush- 
ing township,  Belmont  County,  Ohio,  and  is  a 
representative  of  a family  that  was  founded  in 
that  county  in  the  pioneer  days.  His  father, 
George  Billingsley,  passed  his  entire  life  in  Bel- 
mont County,  where  he  not  only  became  a pros- 
perous farmer  In  Flushing  Township,  but  where 
he  also  followed  the  carpenter’s  trade  for  a 
term  of  years.  He  was  a son  of  Lemuel  Billings- 
ley, who  settled  in  Belmont  County  in  the  pio- 
neer days  and  who  there  remained  and  devel- 
oped the  productive  farm  upon  which  he 
continued  to  reside  until  his  death.  His  children 
were  five  in  number — Lemuel,  Jr.,  William, 
John,  George  and  Rebecca.  As  a young  man 
George  Billingsley  married  Miss  Lucretia  Lind- 
say, who  was  born  in  the  citv  of  Baltimore. 
Maryland,  and  who  was  a child  at  the  time  of 
the  family  removal  to  Ohio,  her  father.  Thomas 
Lindsay,  having  established  the  family  home 
in  Belmont  County,  where  he  and  his  wife  re- 
mained until  their  deaths.  George  and  Lucretia 
(Lindsay)  Billingsley  became  the  parents  of  five 
children — Adaline,  Kirk  W.,  Melissa,  Anna  and 
Charlotte.  The  parents  were  earnest  members 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

Kirk  W.  Billingsley  gained  his  early  educa- 
tion in  the  schools  of  his  native  county,  and 
there  he  continued  his  association  with  farm 
industry  until  he  was  nineteen  years  of  age, 
when  he  became  a clerk  in  a general  store  in 
Birmingham.  Guernsey  County.  In  1S86  he 
opened  a general  merchandise  store  at  Tippe- 
canoe. Harrison  County,  and  here  he  has,  as 
previously  stated,  been  continuously  engaged  in 
this  line  of  enterprise  to  the  present  time  with 
the  exception  of  one  year.  He  has  taken  loyal 
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interest  In  all  matters  touching  the  civic  and 
material  welfare  of  his  home  village,  is  a re- 
publican in  politics,  and  he  and  his  wife  are 
active  members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  at  Tippecanoe. 

In  1886  was  solemnized  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Billingsley  to  Miss  Jennie  Thompson,  of  Guern- 
sey County,  and  of  this  union  have  been  born 
five  children : Pearl  died  at  the  age  of  twenty- 
four  years;  Nellie  resides  in  the  city  of  Cleve- 
land, as  does  also  George  B. ; and  Sanford  T.  B. 
and  Marie  remain  at  the  parental  home. 

William  Boyd  Hawthorne,  one  of  the  repre- 
sentative farmers  of  the  younger  generation  in 
Short  Creek  Township,  Harrison  County,  was 
born  in  this  township  on  the  21st  of  December, 
18S3,  and  is  a scion  of  a family  whose  name  has 
been  worthily  linked  with  the  history  of  east- 
ern central  Ohio  for  more  than  a century.  He 
is  a son  of  James  L.  Hawthorne,  who  was  born 
in  Mount  Pleasant  Township,  Jefferson  County, 
Ohio,  May  14,  1844.  William  Hawthorne, 
father  of  James  L.,  likewise  was  a native  of 
Mount  Pleasant  Township,  where  he  was  born 
in  March,  1817,  his  death  having  occurred  in 
1896.  His  wife,  whose  maiden  name  was  Mary 
Lemmon,  was  born  in  Short  Creek  Township, 
Harrison  County,  in  1822,  and  was  about  eighty 
years  of  age  at  the  time  of  her  death.  Her 
father,  Griffith  Lemmon,  a native  of  Ireland, 
was  one  of  the  very  early  settlers  of  Harrison 
County.  William  Hawthorne  was  a son  of  John 
Hawthorne,  who  was  born  on  shipboard  while 
his  parents  were  voyaging  from  their  native 
Ireland  to  America,  where  he  was  reared  to 
manhood.  He  became  one  of  the  pioneer  farm- 
ers of  Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  where  he  endured 
the  trials  and  vicissitudes  of  frontier  life  and 
where  he  remained  until  his  death. 

As  a young  man  William  Hawthorne  learned 
and  followed  the  cooper’s  trade,  but  the  major 
part  of  his  active  career  was  marked  by  close 
association  with  the  basic  industry  of  agri- 
culture. Both  he  and  his  wife  were  zealous 
members  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church. 
Their  children  were  four  in  number— Martha, 
James  Lemmon,  Alexander  and  Sheridan. 

James  Lemmon  Hawthorne  gained  his  early 
education  in  the  common  schools  of  Jefferson 
County  and  at  the  age  of  seventeen  years  he 
entered  upon  an  apprenticeship  to  the  trade  of 
blacksmith.  In  the  winter  of  1861  he  estab- 
lished his  residence  at  Harrisville,  Harrison 
County,  where  he  opened  a blacksmith  shop  and 
where  he  continued  his  vigorous  application  to 
the  work  of  his  trade  until  the  year  1900, 
when  he  removed  to  a farm  adjoining  the  vil- 
lage and  turned  his  attention  to  agricultural 
and  live-stock  enterprise.  In  1908  he  sold  his 
farm  of  140  acres,  and  since  that  time  he  has 
lived  retired  in  the  village  of  Harrisville,  in  the 
enjoyment  of  the  peace  and  prosperity  that  are 
the  fitting  reward  for  his  former  years  of  ear- 
nest endeavor. 

On  the  18th  of  October.  1866,  was  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  James  L.  Hawthorne  to  Miss 
Jennie  McLaughlin,  a daughter  of  William  Mc- 
Laughlin. She  was  born  and  reared  in  Har- 
rison County  and  concerning  the  family  ade- 


quate record  is  given  on  other  pages,  in  the 
sketch  of  Wllmer  W,  McLaughlin.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Hawthorne  are  members  of  the  United  Presby- 
terian Church  in  their  home  village,  and  his 
political  allegiance  is  given  to  the  republican 
party.  Of  their  three  children  the  eldest  is 
Ross  M.,  who  is  a farmer  in  Short  Creek  Town- 
ship; Reed  I.  is  now  a resident  of  South  Bend, 
Indiana;  and  William  Boyd  is  the  immediate 
subject  of  this  sketch,  he  being  familiarly 
known  by  his  second  personal  name. 

William  Boyd  Hawthorne  acquired  his  early 
education  in  the  excellent  public  schools  of  Har- 
risville, and  in  1900,  the  year  which  marked  his 
father’s  retirement  from  the  work  of  his  trade 
and  assumption  of  farm  activities,  he  himself 
initiated  independent  activities  as  a farmer  in 
Short  Creek  Township.  Here  he  has  since  con- 
tinued his  successful  and  progressive  enterprise 
as  an  agriculturist  and  stock-grower,  and  in 
1917  he  purchased  and  established  his  residence 
on  his  present  well-improved  farm,  which  com- 
prises 185  acres  of  the  excellent  land  of  Short 
Creek  Township.  In  the  live-stock  department 
of  his  farm  industry  Mr.  Hawthorne  is  giv- 
ing special  attention  to  the  breeding  and  rais- 
ing of  registered  Shorthorn  and  Holstein  cattle. 
He  Is  a republican  in  political  adherency  and 
he  and  his  wife  hold  membership  in  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  at  Adena,  Jefferson  County. 

April,  1904,  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Hawthorne  to  Miss  Lydia  Townsend,  daughter 
of  David  and  Adaline  (Morris)  Townsend,  of 
Harrison  County,  and  the  three  children  of  this 
union  are  Wilmer  Townsend,  David  Forrest  and 
James  Binford. 

Thomas  Simpson  maintained  his  home  in 
Athens  Township,  Harrison  County,  from  the 
time  of  his  birth  until  his  death  on  October  13, 
1920.  He  was  one  of  the  veteran  representa- 
tives of  farm  industry  in  this  township,  besides 
being  a scion  of  one  of  the  honored  pioneer 
families  of  the  county.  He  was  born  on  his 
father’s  old  homestead  farm  in  Athens  Town- 
ship February  9,  1848,  and  was  a son  of  James 
and  Sarah  Jane  (Evans)  Simpson,  the  former 
of  whom  was  bom  in  the  state  of  New  York 
and  the  latter  at  Harrisville,  Harrison  County, 
Ohio,  a daughter  of  the  late  Dr.  John  Evans, 
who  was  a pioneer  physician  and  honored  and 
influential  citizen  of  that  village.  James  Simp- 
son was  a son  of  Alexander  Simpson,  who  was 
a native  of  Ireland,  and  the  family  name  of 
whose  wife  was  Powers.  He  came  from  the  old 
Empire  State  to  Ohio  and  settled  In  Harrison 
County  In  the  pioneer  days,  his  son  James  hav- 
ing been  a boy  at  the  time,  and  he  developed 
one  of  the  productive  farms  of  the  day  In 
Athens  Township,  where  he  and  his  wife  passed 
the  remainder  of  their  lives,  their  religious 
faith  having  been  that  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church.  Their  children  were  eight  in  number, 
namely:  Samuel,  Alexander,  Jr.,  Thomas, 

James,  Jane,  Ellen,  Nancy  and  Mary. 

James  Simpson  became  one  of  the  successful 
farmers  and  substantial  citizens  of  Athens 
Township,  where  he  owned  a farm  of  114  acres, 
and  where  he  remained  until  a few  years  prior 
to  his  death,  when  he  removed  to  the  village 
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of  New  Athens,  where  both  he  and  his  wife 
died.  They  were  active  members  of  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church  at  Cassville  during  the 
many  years  of  their  residence  on  the  farm.  They 
were  the  parents  of  seven  children — Margaret, 
John,  Thomas,  Evans,  Martin  W.,  Frank  P.  and 
Rachel. 

Thomas  Simpson,  the  immediate  subject  of 
this  sketch,  passed  the  period  of  his  childhood 
and  youth  on  his  father’s  farm,  and  in  the 
meanwhile  profited  by  the  advantages  afforded 
in  the  district  schools  of  Athens  Township.  This 
township  was  from  his  young  manhood  the  stage 
of  his  vigorous  and  successful  activities  as  an 
agriculturist  and  stock-grower,  and  his  well 
improved  farm  comprised  140  acres.  At  one 
time  he  owned  224  acres  in  Coshocton  County 
and  sixty  acres  in  Belmont  County.  He  was 
loyal  and  liberal  in  the  support  of  measures 
and  enterprises  projected  for  the  general  good 
of  the  community,  and  his  political  allegiance 
was  given  to  the  republican  party,  both  he  and 
his  wife  being  zealous  members  of  the  Rankin 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

In  1873  Mr.  Simpson  wedded  Miss  Susanna 
Tipton,  daughter  of  the  late  Joshua  Tipton,  a 
well-known  citizen  of  Harrison  County,  and 
they  had  six  children — Walter,  Wilbur  E., 
Charles  C.,  Blanche,  wife  of  John  Edward  Simp- 
son, and  Albert  A.  and  Harry  R.,  twins. 

Wilbur  E.  Simpson  is  a son  of  Thomas  Simp- 
son, a sketch  of  whose  career  immediately  pre- 
cedes this  article,  so  that  further  review  of  the 
family  history  is  not  here  demanded.  He  has 
gained  and  maintained  secure  place  as  one  of 
the  progressive  representatives  of  farm  enter- 
prise in  his  native  township  and  county  and 
well  merits  individual  consideration  in  this 
publication. 

Wilbur  Evans  Simpson  was  born  in  Athens 
Township,  Harrison  County,  January  15,  1877, 
and  his  early  education  was  obtained  mainly  in 
the  district  schools  locally  known  as  the  Jockey 
Hollow  School.  At  the  age  of  seventeen  years 
he  entered  upon  a practical  apprenticeship  to 
the  trade  of  blacksmith,  in  which  he  became  a 
skilled  workman  and  to  which  he  continued  to 
devote  his  attention  about  eight  years.  There- 
after he  was  engaged  in  farming  three  years  in 
Flushing  Township,  Belmont  County,  and  in 
connection  with  this  enterprise  he  established 
and  successfully  conducted  a dairy  business. 
Upon  disposing  of  his  interests  fn  Belmont 
County  Mr.  Simpson  returned  to  Harrison 
County,  where  for  the  ensuing  period  of  about 
five  years  he  conducted  a dairy  farm  in  Athens 
Township.  During  one  year  thereafter  he  was 
engaged  in  the  general  merchandise  business  at 
New  Philadelphia,  Tuscarawras  County,  and  the 
ensuing  three  years  found  him  engaged  In  se- 
cret-service work  for  the  Baltimore  & Ohio  Rail- 
road Company  and  other  companies.  He  next 
established  his  residence  at  Quaker  City, 
Guernsey  County,  where  he  engaged  in  the  dairy 
business  and  where  he  remained  until  1911, 
when  he  returned  to  his  native  township  and 
established  his  residence  on  his  present  home 
farm  of  133  acres,  besides  which  he  owns  a 
well  improved  farm  of  119  acres  in  Belmont 


County.  He  still  makes  the  dairy  business  an 
important  feature  of  his  farm  enterprise  and  Is 
known  for  his  energy  and  progressiveness  also 
as  an  agriculturist  who  employs  scientific  meth- 
ods and  modern  policies.  He  is  a republican  in 
politics,  and  he  and  his  wife  hold  membership 
in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  at  New 
Athens. 

In  1897  was  solemnized  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Simpson  to  Miss  Linnie  Gregg,  daughter  of 
Lindley  Gregg,  of  Belmont  County,  and  they 
have  three  children — Fern,  Gertrude  and  Und- 
ley.  Fern  was  born  in  Union  Township,  Bel- 
mont County,  Ohio,  on  October  30,  1902.  She 
graduated  from  the  Flushing,  Ohio,  High  School 
in  1919,  attended  Franklin  College  and  now,  in 
the  winter  of  1920-21,  is  engaged  in  teaching. 
Gertrude  was  born  in  Flushing  Township,  Bel- 
mont County,  Ohio,  on  January  2,  1906,  and  in 
1920  is  a junior  in  Flushing  High  School.  Lind- 
ley was  born  in  Flushing  Township,  Belmont 
County,  on  September  2,  1907. 

Levi  E.  Mallernee  is  another  of  the  native 
sons  of  Harrison  County  who  is  here  standing 
as  a successful  exemplar  of  agriculture  and  live- 
stock industry,  and  the  finely  improved  farm 
which  he  owns  and  operates  comprises  245 
acres  in  Nottingham  Township.  He  was  born 
In  this  township  on  the  20th  of  October,  1868, 
and  is  a son  of  Levi  and  Jemima  (Garner) 
Mallernee,  the  latter’s  first  husband  having 
been  a Mr.  Hines,  concerning  whom  more  spe- 
cific mention  is  made  on  other  pages,  in  the 
sketch  of  their  son  Nelson  T. 

Levi  Mallernee  was  born  in  Jefferson  County, 
Ohio,  February  12,  1816,  and  In  1829  his  father 
came  to  Harrison  County,  where  he  bought 
eighty  acres  of  forest  land  in  Nottingham  Town- 
ship, where  he  remained  until  his  death,  Feb- 
ruary 23,  1839,  his  Industry  as  a pioneer  farmer 
having  been  supplemented  by  his  work  at  the 
shoemaker’s  trade.  This  worthy  pioneer,  Eman- 
uel Mallernee,  was  bom  in  Maryland,  Novem- 
ber 3,  1779,  a son  of  William  and  Sarah  Mal- 
lernee, who  came  from  that  state  and  settled  In 
Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  in  1909.  Emanuel  Mal- 
lernee first  married  Rachel  Matthews,  who  was 
born  in  Maryland  November  3,  1778,  a daughter 
of  Francis  and  Mary  (Carr)  Matthews,  who 
came  to  Ohio  in  1809.  Emanuel  and  Rachel  Mal- 
lernee became  the  parents  of  eight  children — 
William,  Aqullla,  Mary  A.,  Matthew  F.,  Levi, 
Emanuel,  Jr.,  Lewis  and  Elizabeth.  Mrs.  Mal- 
lernee died  June  24.  1828,  and  her  husband  later 
married  Hannah  Eaton,  the  three  children  of 
this  union  having  been  Benjamin,  Rachel  and 
Jared. 

On  the  6th  of  December,  1838,  Levi  Maller- 
nee married  Eleanor  Johnson,  who  was  born 
in  Nottingham  Township,  Harrison  County. 
January  27,  1820,  a daughter  of  Benjamin 
Johnson.  They  became  the  parents  of  nine 
children — David  Turner.  Emanuel,  Mary  A., 
Benjamin  J.,  Lemuel,  Lydia  A.,  Caroline  L., 
Eleanor  J.  and  Kinsey  C.  Mrs.  Mallernee  died 
December  23.  1863,  and  afterward  Mr.  Mallernee 
wedded  Mrs.  Jemima  (Garner)  Hines.  They 
became  the  parents  of  three  children — James 
G..  Levi  E.  and  Ruth  J.  After  the  death  of  his

second  wife  Mr.  Mallernee  married  Rachel  Crab- 
tree, and  exactly  one  year  later  his  death  oc- 
curred, on  the  1st  of  June,  1880.  Levi  Maller- 
nee passed  his  entire  life  in  Harrison  County 
and  his  active  career  was  given  principally  to 
farm  enterprise.  He  was  a republican  in  poli- 
tics and  his  religious  faith  was  that  of  the 
Baptist  Church. 

Levi  E.  Mallernee  gained  his  early  education 
In  the  district  schools  of  Nottingham  Township, 
but  he  was  only  thirteen  years  of  age  when  he 
began  working  on  a neighboring  farm.  He  has 
been  continuously  identified  with  farm  industry 
during  the  long  Intervening  years  and  has 
through  his  own  efforts  become  one  of  the  pros- 
perous farmers  of  his  native  township,  his  large 
farm  being  the  stage  of  well  ordered  agricul- 
tural and  live-stock  operation,  and  many  of  its 
modern  improvements,  including  the  house  and 
barn,  having  been  installed  since  he  became 
the  owner  of  the  property.  He  is  a loyal  and 
progressive  citizen,  is  a republican  in  politics 
and  he  and  his  wife  hold  membership  in  the 
Christian  Church. 

May  22,  1800,  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Mallernee  to  Miss  Olive  Carson,  daughter  of 
John  K.  and  Anna  (Cope)  Carson,  and  of  this 
union  have  been  bom  three  children:  James 

Lyle,  who  resides  at  Alliance,  Stark  County, 
married  Ada  Howell,  and  they  have  three  chil- 
dren— Olive,  Veda  and  Charles.  Edith  May  and 
Ethel  Fay  were  twins,  the  former  having  died 
at  the  age  of  eleven  months,  and  the  latter  re- 
maining at  the  parental  home. 

Benjamin  J.  Mallernee,  son  of  Levi  and 
Eleanor  (Johnson)  Mallernee,  mentioned  In  the 
preceding  sketch,  was  born  in  Nottingham 
Township,  Harrison  County,  on  the  10th  of 
February,  1849;  was  here  reared  and  educated; 
and  here  he  has  been  continuously  identified 
with  farm  enterprise,  except  for  two  years 
passed  at  Cadiz,  the  county  seat.  He  is  the 
owner  of  an  excellent  farm  property  of  191 
acres  and  Is  one  of  the  substantial  and  highly 
esteemed  citizens  of  his  native  county,  his  home 
farm  comprising  ninety-one  acres,  and  the  re- 
mainder of  his  farm  property  being  not  far  dis- 
tant. He  is  a staunch  republican  and  has  served 
as  township  trustee,  his  religious  faith  being 
indicated  by  his  status  as  an  earnest  member  of 
the  Baptist  Church. 

January  17,  1872,  was  marked  by  the  mar- 
riage of  Mr.  Mallernee  to  Miss  Margaret  J. 
Warman,  who  was  bora  In  Illinois  March  15, 
1850,  a daughter  of  William  and  Margaret 
(Hoffman)  Warman.  Mrs.  Mallernee  passed  to 
the  life  eternal  April  8,  1894,  and  of  her  four 
children  two  are  living:  Ellen  Mabel,  bora 
January  10,  1873,  is  deceased ; Myrtle  Florence, 
born  November  4,  1874,  is  the  wife  of  Alvah 
Lee,  and  they  have  one  child,  Clyde;  Blanche 
W.,  bora  September  5,  1879,  is  deceased;  and 
Frank  G.  was  bora  October  24,  1881. 

On  the  23d  of  December,  1896,  Mr.  Mallernee 
married  Mrs.  Emma  Morris,  and  they  are  lead- 
ing members  of  the  Christian  Church  at  Minks- 
ville.  Frank  G.  Mallernee,  only  son  of  the  sub- 
ject of  this  review,  married  Miss  Blanch  Gar- 
ner, whose  death  occurred  October  3,  1917,  and 


who  is  survived  by  two  children — Harold  V.  and 
Mary  Margaret. 

James  G.  Mallernee,  a brother  of  Levi  E. 
Mallernee  of  Nottingham  Township,  was  one  of 
the  honored  residents  of  that  community  for 
many  years,  and  though  he  died  comparatively 
young  he  was  in  every  sense  a successful  man. 

He  was  born  in  Nottingham  Township  Octo- 
ber 10,  1866,  and  was  reared  and  educated  on 
the  home  farm  in  that  locality.  In  1887,  at  the 
age  of  twenty-one,  he  married  Alice  R.  Hefling, 
a native  of  Washington  Township  in  Harrison 
County  and  daughter  of  Noah  and  Jane  (Mc- 
Cullough) Hefling.  After  their  marriage  they 
made  their  home  on  a farm  in  Washington 
Township,  where  Mr.  Mallernee  continued  to 
live  until  after  the  death  of  his  wife.  In  1915 
he  removed  to  Tippecanoe,  Ohio,  and  died  there 
May  7,  1918.  He  was  an  elder  in  the  Christian 
Church  at  Tippecanoe.  On  May  12,  1914,  he 
married  Sarah  M.  Hitchcock,  who  was  bora  in 
Washington  Township  August  18,  1880,  daugh- 
ter of  Johnson  and  Rebecca  (Jackson)  Hitch- 
cock. 

Mr.  Mallernee  by  his*  first  marriage  had  six 
children:  Earl,  who  died  June  28,  1916;  Au- 

dra,  who  is  the  wife  of  Laurence  Rose  and  has 
four  children  named  Viola,  Helen,  Pauline  and 
Lucile;  Mabel,  wife  of  Frank  Jenkins,  has  four 
children,  named  Mirl,  Edith,  Hazel  and  James; 
Paul,  whose  career  is  briefly  sketched  below; 
Bessie,  wife  of  Robert  Young  and  mother  of 
Maxine;  and  Marian,  wife  of  Eugene  Walker. 

Paul  Hefling  Mallernee,  who  was  born  Octo- 
ber 24,  1893,  was  one  of  Harrison  County’s  sol- 
diers in  the  World  war.  He  entered  the  service 
September  20,  1917,  and  was  trained  at  Camp 
Sherman,  where  he  was  assigned  to  duty  with 
the  308th  Veterinary  Section.  In  January,  1918, 
he  was  promoted  to  corporal.  June  14,  1918,  he 
left  New  York,  landed  in  France  on  the  21st  of 
June,  and  was  in  service  with  his  organization 
until  the  signing  of  the  armistice,  and  was  then 
sent  to  Germany  with  the  Army  of  Occupation. 
He  returned  to  the  United  States  July  9,  1919, 
and  received  his  honorable  discharge  at  Camp 
Mills.  Before  going  overseas  and  while  at 
Camp  Sherman  his  father  died,  and  he  came 
home  to  attend  the  funeral  and  while  at  home 
was  married  on  May  10,  1918,  to  Alice  Jenkins, 
daughter  of  James  Jenkins. 

Chester  A.  Branson  Is  conducting  successful 
operations  on  one  of  the  finest  farm  estates  of 
Harrison  County,  and  has  gained  precedence  as 
the  largest  breeder  and  grower  of  Shorthorn  cat- 
tle in  his  native  county.  In  control  of  a valu- 
able landed  estate  of  about  500  acres,  known 
as  Elmhurst  Stock  Farm,  of  which  he  individ- 
ually owns  320  acres,  he  is  one  of  the  specially 
vigorous  and  successful  young  exponents  of  agri- 
cultural and  live-stock  Industry  in  Harrison 
County,  is  a member  of  one  of  the  honored 
families  of  this  section  of  the  Buckeye  State  and 
is  entitled  to  definite  recognition  in  this  history. 

On  the  old  homestead  which  is  his  present 
place  of  residence  in  Short  Creek  Township 
Chester  Abraham  Branson  was  born  March  19. 
1880,  a son  of  Lindley  M.  and  Anna  M.  (Fox) 
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Branson,  the  former  of  whom  died  December  8t 
1899,  and  the  latter  on  the  15th  of  January, 
1919,  she  having  been  born  and  reared  In  Har- 
rison County,  a daughter  of  Charles  J.  and 
Esther  (Cooper)  Fox,  sterling  pioneers  of  whom 
more  specific  mention  is  made  in  other  sketches 
appearing  in  this  publication.  Both  the  Bran- 
son and  Fox  families  have  been  for  many  gen- 
erations affiliated  with  the  Society  of  Friends, 
the  gracious  and  gentle  faith  of  which  they  have 
exemplified  in  their  daily  lives. 

Lindley  M.  Branson,  a man  of  noble  character 
and  large  and  worthy  achievement,  was  a repre- 
sentative of  an  English  family,  holding  the  re- 
ligious faith  of  the  Society  of  Friends,  which 
sent  representatives  to  America  about  the  mid- 
dle of  the  eighteenth  century,  the  original  set- 
tlement having  been  made  in  the  state  of  Vir- 
ginia, where  the  ancestral  homestead  still  re- 
mains in  possession  of  the  family.  Abraham 
Branson,  from  whom  Chester  A.  Branson  is  a 
direct  descendant  in  the  fifth  generation,  was 
a prosperous  farmer  near  Winchester,  Virginia, 
and  was  for  many  years  an  elder  and  exhorter 
of  the  Society  of  Friends,  in  expounding  the 
faith  of  which  he  journeyed  far  into  the  wilder- 
ness and  ministered  in  the  scattered  settlements 
as  far  to  the  west  as  central  Ohio.  His  only 
child,  Reese  Branson,  came  to  Ohio  about  the 
year  1800  and  passed  the  remainder  of  his  life 
at  St.  Clairsville,  Belmont  County.  His  four 
children  were  Abraham,  William,  Maria  and 
Eliza. 

Of  these  children,  Abraham  was  born  In  Bel- 
mont County  on  the  13th  of  June,  1806.  He 
was  a boy  at  the  time  of  his  father’s  death  and 
was  taken  into  the  home  of  his  paternal  grand- 
father in  Virginia,  w’here  he  remained  until  he 
was  about  fourteen  years  of  age.  He  then  re- 
turned to  Ohio  and  entered  the  home  of  his 
uncle,  Isaac  Branson,  who  owned  and  operated 
a large  woolen  and  flouring  mill  at  Glen  Run, 
Jefferson  County.  Here  Abraham  Branson 
learned  the  trade  of  manufacturing  woolens,  in 
which  he  became  an  expert,  and  in  the  spring 
of  1831,  shortly  after  his  marriage  to  Miss  Ann 
M.  Wilson,  a native  of  Jefferson  County,  he  en- 
gaged in  the  manufacturing  of  woolens  in  Bel- 
mont County.  In  the  spring  of  1833  he  came  to 
Harrison  County  and  purchased  a milling  and 
woolen  manufacturing  property  in  Short  Creek 
Township.  He  continued  the  successful  opera- 
tion of  the  pioneer  industrial  plant  until  his 
death,  and  in  connection  with  his  mills  he  in- 
stalled the  first  steam  engine  used  for  manu- 
facturing purposes  in  Harrison  County.  He  de- 
veloped a remarkably  prosperous  and  important 
industry  in  the  manufacturing  of  various  types 
of  woolen  goods,  and  contributed  much  to  the 
civic  and  material  development  and  progress 
of  this  section  of  the  state.  He  died  January 
16,  1867,  and  his  widow  passed  away  February 
3,  18 88.  aged  eighty-tw*o  years.  Of  their  five 
sons  and  two  daughters  Lindley  M.  was  the 
eldest. 

Lindley  M.  Branson  was  born  near  Wheeling. 
Belmont  County,  Ohio,  September  26.  1832.  and 
was  an  infant  at  the  time  of  the  family  removal 
to  Harrison  County  in  1833.  Here  he  w^as 
reared  under  pioneer  conditions  and  upon  at- 


taining to  his  legal  majority  became  a partner 
in  his  father’s  manufacturing  business,  he  hav- 
ing learned  the  trade  when  a boy  and  youth. 
The  enterprise  was  successfully  continued,  un- 
der the  firm  name  of  A.  Branson  & Son  until 
1861,  and  in  the  meanwhile  Lindley  M.  Branson 
has  become  prominently  associated  with  the 
buying  of  wfool  in  this  section  of  Ohio,  a line  of 
enterprise  with  which  he  was  actually  con- 
cerned during  the  period  of  the  Civil  war.  He 
was  an  authoritative  judge  of  the  qualities  of 
wool  and  purchased  millions  of  pounds  of  wool 
in  eastern  Ohio,  the  same  having  been  shipped 
to  eastern  manufacturer  a With  this  important 
line  of  industrial  enterprise  Mr.  Branson  con- 
tinued his  association  for  more  than  a quarter 
of  a century,  with  precedence  as  one  of  the 
leading  buyers  and  shippers  of  wool  in  eastern 
Ohio.  He  became  the  owner  of  one  of  the  fine 
farm  properties  of  Short  Creek  Township,  and 
in  1878  he  erected  on  this  property  a commo- 
dious brick  and  stone  house  of  three  stories  and 
finished  throughout  in  hard  woods.  This  is  still 
one  of  the  finest  farm  residences  in  the  county, 
the  building  being  situated  on  an  eminence  and 
commanding  a splendid  view  of  the  surrounding 
country.  Mr.  Branson  became  a stockholder 
and  director  of  leading  banking  institutions  in 
Harrison  County,  and  was  one  of  the  substantial 
men  and  influential  citizens  of  the  county  for 
many  years  prior  to  his  death.  His  character 
was  the  positive  expression  of  a strong,  noble 
and  kindly  nature,  and  he  commanded  the  high 
esteem  of  all  who  came  within  the  compass  of 
his  benign  influence.  He  was  a republican  in 
his  political  allegiance,  and  he  and  his  wife 
ever  retained  the  faith  of  the  Society  of  Friends, 
of  which  both  were  birthright  membera  The 
marriage  of  Mr.  Branson  to  Miss  Anna  M.  Fox 
wTas  solemnized  May  7,  1874,  and  they  became 
the  parents  of  two  children — Charles  Fox  Bran- 
son and  Chester  Abraham  Branson. 

Chester  A.  Branson  has  remained  from  the 
time  of  his  birth  on  the  splendid  old  homestead 
farm  in  Short  Creek  Township  save  for  the  pe- 
riod during  which  he  was  pursuing  educational 
work.  He  gained  his  preliminary  training  in 
the  district  schools  of  his  native  township,  later 
attended  the  Scio  Business  College  one  year, 
and  in  the  autumn  of  1899  entered  Oberlin  Col- 
lege, where  he  continued  his  studies  part  of  one 
year,  the  death  of  his  father  then  causing  him 
to  return  to  the  home  farm,  in  the  operations 
of  which  he  and  his  brother  continued  their 
partnership  association  until  1905,  since  which 
time  Chester  A.  has  had  sole  management  of  the 
property  and  business,  his  brother,  Charles  F., 
being  now  in  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania,  associ- 
ated w ith  the  Short  Creek  Coal  Company. 

In  1900  Mr.  Branson  initiated  the  breeding  of 
the  finest  type  of  Shorthorn  cattle,  to  which  he 
has  since  continued  to  give  special  attention, 
with  registration  of  all  of  his  cattle.  His  first 
sale  of  cattle  brought  an  average  return  of 
eighty  dollars  a head,  and  his  last  sale,  in  the 
spring  of  1920,  gave  an  average  of  $1,200  a 
head.  He  is  vigorous  and  progressive  In  all 
departments  of  his  farm  enterprise,  and  through 
his  live-stock  operations  is  doing  much  to  im- 
prove grades  in  this  section  of  the  state,  his 
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success  as  a breeder  and  grower  of  fine  Short- 
horn cattle  having  been  of  the  highest.  He  is 
loyal  and  liberal  in  his  civic  attitude,  is  a re- 
publican in  politics,  and  he  and  his  wife  hold 
membership  in  the  First  Presbyterian  Church 
at  Adeira. 

Governor  Willis  appointed  Mr.  Branson  a 
member  of  the  Ohio  State  Board  of  Agriculture 
on  July  22,  1915,  and  he  served  two  years  on 
that  board.  In  1920  he  was  elected  on  the  re- 
publican ticket  a member  of  the  Board  of 
County  Commissioners  of  Harrison  County. 

On  the  11th  of  October,  1905,  was  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  Mr.  Branson  to  Miss  Vincetta 
Holmes,  daughter  of  Thomas  and  Melissa  J. 
Holmes,  of  Hopedale.  Harrison  County,  and  of 
this  union  there  are  three  children — Mary  Vin- 
cetta, born  May  10,  1908;  Lindley  M.,  born  Feb- 
ruary 4.  1913;  and  Anna  Jean,  bom  January 
15.  1921. 

Andrew  B.  Miller  is  a well  known  citizen 
and  farmer  of  Rumley  Township,  Harrison 
County.  For  nearly  half  a century  his  time  and 
activities  have  been  devoted  to  the  routine  of 
agricultural  effort,  and  his  standing  as  a farmer 
and  a good  citizen  is  an  additional  tribute  to 
the  qualities  of  one  of  the  sturdy  pioneer  fami- 
lies established  in  this  county  more  than  a cen- 
tury ago. 

Mr.  Miller  was  born  in  German  Township, 
Harrison  County,  December  9,  1852.  His  grand- 
father, Daniel  Miller,  was  bom  in  Frederick 
County,  Maryland,  in  1788,  and  was  a youth  of 
eighteen  years  when  he  came  with  his  parents  to 
Harrison  County  in  1806,  his  father  settling  on 
Government  land  in  German  Township  in  that 
year.  Daniel  Miller  lived  a long  and  useful 
iife,  had  a share  in  the  arduous  task  of  clear- 
ing a portion  of  the  wilderness,  and  he  lived  to 
see  the  fruits  of  his  toil  and  the  many  collec- 
tive benefits  achieved  by  an  increasing  popula- 
tion. He  married  Susannah  Lowmiller.  who 
was  bom  in  Dauphin  County,  Pennsylvania,  in 
1796,  daughter  of  John  and  Catherine  (Long) 
Lowmiller,  who  had  settled  in  Harrison  County 
in  1800,  when  she  was  four  years  of  age.  The 
children  of  Daniel  Miller  and  wife  were  Cath- 
erine, Elizabeth,  Sarah,  John,  Henry,  Susannah, 
Rebecca.  Margaret,  Abigail  and  Eliza  J. 

John  Miller,  a son  of  Daniel,  was  bom  in 
German  Township  February  22,  1822.  His  birth- 
place was  a log  cabin.  He  attended  log  cabin 
schools  in  his  early  youth  and  taught  public 
school.  When  he  left  the  home  farm  he  began 
an  Independent  career  as  a farmer,  and  at  the 
time  of  his  death  had  a valuable  and  well  im- 
proved place  of  166  acres.  He  was  a democrat 
who  filled  several  local  and  county  offices,  and 
was  a devout  member  of  the  Lutheran  Church. 
May  1,  1849,  he  married  Susannah  Mikesell, 
who  was  bom  February  15,  1824,  daughter  of 
Peter  and  Mary  A.  (Long)  Mikesell,  another 
early  family  in  Harrison  Countv.  John  Miller 
and  wife  had  the  following  children:  O.  B.. 

who  was  a public  school  teacher  and  a music 
teacher;  Rebecca  Margaret;  H.  A.,  deceased, 
was  a fanner  of  German  Township:  Andrew  B. ; 
Rev.  Daniel  D.,  a minister  of  the  Lutheran 
Church;  Prof.  Samuel  H.,  an  educator  and  at 


one  time  a member  of  the  faculty  of  Thiel  Col- 
lege at  Greenville,  also  president  of  Fredonia 
Teachers  Institute,  Pennsylvania ; John  O. ; 
Joseph  M.  of  Hanlon  Station,  West  Virginia; 
Clement  E..  owner  of  the  home  farm;  Clayton 
I.,  deceased,  formerly  of  Greenville.  Pennsyl- 
vania ; and  Rev.  Jesse  L..  a minister  of  the 
Lutheran  Church,  Youngstown,  Ohio. 

Andrew  B.  Miller  like  the  other  children  was 
afforded  good  educational  advantages.  After 
the  district  schools  in  German  Township  he 
spent  a year  in  the  Hopedale  Normal  School, 
taught  in  the  public  schools  for  a time,  and 
since  then  his  life  has  been  one  steady  and 
successful  devotion  to  farming.  Mr.  Miller 
owns  ninety  acres  in  Rumley  Township,  and  It 
is  a farm  of  well  diversified  industry.  His  spe- 
cialty in  livestock  is  sheep.  It  is  an  attractive 
home,  and  from  this  farm  have  radiated  some 
of  the  good  Influences  to  the  community  at 
large.  Mr.  Miller  has  never  sought  a place  in 
politics,  but  has  been  a life  long  democrat, 
and  he  and  Mrs.  Miller  are  members  of  the 
Lutheran  Church  at  Germano. 

In  1878  he  married  Miss  Flora  A.  Smith,  a 
native  of  Carroll  County  and  daughter  of  Aaron 
and  Sarah  (Wier)  Smith.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Miller 
are  the  parents  of  five  children.  Rev.  Charles 
D.,  the  oldest,  a resident  of  Cleveland,  married 
Miss  Adeline  Corll,  of  Greenville,  Pennsylvania, 
and  has  four  children,  Charles,  Robert,  Frank 
and  Dorotha.  The  second  son  is  Monfred  L.  of 
Harrison  County.  Wilbert  S.  Miller,  President 
of  the  Wheeling  Realty  Company,  lives  at 
Wheeling,  West  Virginia.  He  married  Miss 
Ruth  Snyder.  Laura  B.,  the  only  daughter,  is 
the  wife  of  Frederick  Miller,  of  Jefferson 
County,  Ohio,  and  is  the  mother  of  three  chil- 
dren. Arthur.  John  and  Flora  Frances.  The 
youngest  of  Mr.  Miller’s  sons  is  Harpy  C.  of 
Wheeling.  West  Virginia.,  and  honored  as  one 
of  the  ex-service  men  from  Harrison  County. 
He  enlisted  and  Joined  the  colors  August  30, 
1917.  and  after  ten  days  at  Columbus  was  sta- 
tioned at  Madison  Barracks  until  the  latter 
part  of  November,  when  he  sailed  for  overseas. 
In  France  he  was  with  the  transportation  de- 
partment of  the  Medical  Corps,  and  was  on 
duty  abroad  for  nineteen  months.  He  received 
his  honorable  discharge  July  5.  1919.  He  is  at 
present  post  commander  of  the  Loyal  Legion 
at  Wheeling.  . 

Monfrff>  L.  Miller,  son  of  Andrew  B.  Miller, 
subject  of  the  personal  sketch  and  family  rec- 
ord that  immediately  precedes  this  review,  was 
born  on  the  old  homestead  farm'  in  Rumley 
Township  May  8,  1,881.  He  acquired  his  youth- 
ful education  in  the  district  schools  of  Rumley 
and  German  townships,  and  thereafter  contin- 
ued his  association  with  the  activities  of  his  fa- 
ther’s farm  until  he  was  about  twenty  years  of 
age.  when  he  went  to  the  city  of  Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania,  where  for  two  years  was  in  the 
employ  of  the  street-railway  company.  For  the 
ensuing  three  years  he  was  there  in  the  employ 
of  the  Pittsburgh  Construction  Company.  He 
then  manifested  his  wisdom  by  returning  to  his 
native  county  and  resuming  his  active  associa- 
tion with  farm  industry.  He  is  now  the  owner 
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of  a well  Improved  and  productive  farm  of  102 
acres  in  the  northeast  corner  of  Rumley  Town- 
ship, and  his  pleasant  farm  residence  is  almost 
directly  across  the  road  from  that  of  his  par- 
ents. For  six  year 8 after  returning  to  Har- 
rison County  from  Pittsburgh  Mr.  Miller  gave 
special  attention  to  the  buying  and  selling  of 
horses,  but  as  an  agriculturist  and  stock-raiser 
he  has  found  his  maximum  potential  In  a busi- 
ness way  and  counts  himself  fortunate  to  be  an 
exemplar  of  the  basic  industries  under  the  in- 
fluences of  which  he  was  reared,  the  while  his 
loyalty  to  his  native  county  is  marked  by  full 
appreciation  of  its  attractions  and  advantages. 
He  is  a democrat  and  his  wife  is  a republican 
in  their  political  proclivities,  and  both  are  com- 
municants of  the  Lutheran  Church. 

On  the  1st  of  August,  1907,  was  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  Mr.  Miller  to  Miss  Grace  Amos, 
daughter  of  Joshua  and  Mary  V.  Amos,  of  Lou; 
don  Township,  Carroll  County.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Miller  have  four  children — John  A.,  Anna  Vir- 
ginia, Helen  Elizabeth  and  Samuel  Jefferson. 

Samuel  Don  nelson  Stewabt  has  marked  with 
success  his  career  as  one  of  the  representative 
agriculturists  and  stock-growers  in  his  native 
township,  and  is  a scion  of  a family  whose 
name  has  been  worthily  associated  with  the 
civic  and  industrial  history  of  Harrison  County 
for  more  than  a century.  In  addition  to  his 
well  improved  homestead  farm  of  eighty-seven 
acres  in  Washington  Township,  Mr.  Stewart 
also  owns  ninety  and  one-half  acres  in  Tus- 
carawas County,  about  two  miles  distant  from 
the  home  farm.  In  the  live  stock  department 
of  his  farm  industry  he  gives  special  attention 
to  the  raising  of  sheep  of  excellent  type  and 
grade. 

Mr.  Stewart  was  born  in  Washington  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County,  on  the  third  of  Novem- 
ber, 1855,  and  Is  a son  of  Samuel  and  Maria 
(Auld)  Stewart.  Samuel  Stewart  was  born  in 
Pennsylvania  on  the  25th  of  June,  1809,  and 
was  a son  of  Archibald  and  Margaret  (Donnel- 
son)  Stewart,  whose  marriage  was  solemnized 
In  1805,  in  the  old  Keystone  State,  where  Mr. 
Stewart,  Sr.,  established  his  residence  upon  Im- 
migrating to  America  from  his  native  Ireland. 
Archibald  and  Margaret  Stewart  became  the 
parents  of  five  children,  James,  Samuel,  Mary, 
Isa  bell  and  Margaret.  In  1816  Archibald  Stew- 
art came  with  his  family  to  Harrison  County, 
Ohio,  and  after  remaining  a short  time  near 
Cadiz  he  removed  to  Washington  Township, 
where  he  began  the  reclamation  of  a farm  from 
the  forest  wilds,  and  where  he  remained  until 
his  death,  March  18,  1854,  his  wife  having 
passed  away  November  13,  1849. 

Samuel  Stewart  was  a lad  of  seven  years  at 
the  time  of  the  family  removal  from  Pennsyl- 
vania to  Harrison  County,  and  here  he  was 
reared  on  the  frontier  farm,  with  such  educa- 
tional advantages  as  were  afforded  in  the  primi- 
tive pioneer  schools.  June  2,  1840,  recorded  his 
marriage  to  Miss  Marie  Auld,  who  was  born  in 
Washington  Township,  this  county,  a daughter 
of  William  Auld,  and  a granddaughter  of  Sam- 
uel Auld,  who  was  a native  of  Ireland,  and 
who  became  a pioneer  settler  in  Harrison 


County  after  having  previously  resided  for  a 
short  period  in  Pennsylvania.  He  was  a resi- 
dent of  Iowa  at  the  time  of  his  death.  William 
Auld  first  married  Mary  McAdoo,  whose  death 
occurred  in  1820,  the  one  child  of  this  union 
having  been  a daughter,  Maria.  For  his  second 
wife  Mr.  Stewart  wedded  Elizabeth  Todd,  and 
they  became  the  parents  of  three  children: 
James,  George  T.  and  Alexander  T.  Mr.  Auld 
became  affiliated  with  the  republican  party  at 
the  time  of  its  organization,  and  ever  after- 
ward continued  a staunch  advocate  of  its  prin- 
ciples. For  many  years  he  was  a member  of 
the  Seceder  Church,  but  during  the  closing 
years  of  his  life  was  affiliated  with  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church.  His  death  occurred  Janu- 
ary 11,  1880. 

After  their  marriage  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Samuel 
Stewart  established  their  home  In  Washington 
Township,  and  with  the  passing  years  success 
attended  their  earnest  and  Indefatigable  activi- 
ties in  connection  with  farm  enterprise.  Both 
were  venerable  in  years  at  the  time  of  their 
deaths,  and  both  were  consistent  members  of 
the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  the  while  the 
political  faith  of  Mr.  Stewart  was  exemplified 
in  his  zealous  advocacy  of  the  principles  of  the 
democratic  party.  He  lived  a life  of  honor  and 
usefulness,  and  was  one  of  the  sterling  pioneer 
citizens  of  Harrison  County  at  the  time  of  his 
death. 

Samuel  D.  Stewart  and  his  twin  brother. 
Thomas  M.,  were  born  November  3,  1855,  and 
the  names  and  birth-dates  of  the  other  and 
older  members  of  the  family  are  here  recorded : 
Mary,  April  6,  1841;  Archibald,  January  10, 
1843,  who  died  in  1919;  William  Alexander,  Au- 
gust 16,  1845;  Margaret,  September  10,  1847; 
and  James  M.,  January  25,  1850. 

Samuel  D.  Stewart  gained  his  youthful  educa- 
tion in  the  Billingsly  District  School  in  Wash- 
ington Township,  and  from  boyhood  until  his 
marriage  in  1877  he  was  associated  actively 
with  the  work  of  the  parental  farm.  For  three 
years  after  his  marriage  he  had  charge  of  this 
farm,  and  in  1881  removed  with  his  wife  to  the 
state  of  Kansas,  where  he  remained  two  years. 
He  then  returned  to  his  native  county,  and  here 
he  has  resided  continuously  since  the  year  1885. 
He  is  aligned  In  the  ranks  of  the  democratic 
party,  and  he  and  his  wife  hold  membership 
in  the  United  Brethren  Church. 

May  23,  1877,  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Stewart  to  Miss  Margaret  J.  Green,  a sister  of 
Elmer  E.  Green,  In  whose  personal  sketch,  on 
other  pages  of  this  work,  are  given  ample  data 
concerning  the  family.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Stewart 
became  the  parents  of  five  children,  of  whom 
the  first  born,  Bertha,  died  in  early  childhood; 
Elva  Florence  married  Arthur  Watson,  and  be- 
came the  mother  of  three  children,  Glenn  A., 
Dorris  and  Samuel  D. ; Bertie  is  the  wife  of 
Mark  Phillips,  of  Tuscarawas  County,  Ohio,  and 
their  one  child  is  a son,  Lee;  Clarence,  who  re- 
sides in  the  state  of  Nevada,  married  Miss 
Bernice  Dehaven,  and  they  have  adopted  a son. 
Lyle;  and  Herbert,  who  is  a prosperous  farmer 
in  Rush  Township,  Tuscarawas  County,  married 
Miss  Cora  Amos,  their  children  being  Helen 
and  Margaret  Fay. 
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James  H.  Septeb  not  only  conducts  a well 
stocked  and  well  patronized  general  merchan- 
dise establishment  in  the  village  of  Tippecanoe, 
Harrison  County,  but  is  contributing  further  to 
the  prestige  of  this  section  of  the  county 
through  his  effective  association  with  the  real 
estate  business.  He  has  been  in  the  most  sig- 
nificant sense  the  maker  of  his  own  prosperity 
and  is  one  of  the  substantial  business  men  and 
loyal  and  influential  citizens  of  Tippecanoe. 

Mr.  Septer  was  bom  in  Hocking  County,  Ohio, 
on  the  23d  of  August,  1871,  and  is  a son  of 
William  and  Sammiah  (Campbell)  Septer,  both 
of  whom  were  bom  in  Fairfield  County,  this 
state.  William  Septer  became  a farmer  in 
Hocking  County,  where  he  remained  until  about 
1885,  when  he  removed  to  Tuscarawas  County 
and  established  himself  upon  a farm  in  Rush 
Township.  There  he  continued  his  residence 
until  about  the  year  1896,  when  he  came  to  Har- 
rison County  and  engaged  in  farm  enterprise 
in  Washington  Township,  where  he  passed  the 
remainder  of  his  life,  his  death  having  occurred 
in  1898,  and  his  widow  having  passed  to  eternal 
rest  on  the  17th  of  January,  1920.  Both  were 
earnest  members  of  the  United  Brethren 
Church.  They  became  the  parents  of  the  fol- 
lowing children — Elizabeth,  Sadie,  William,  Sa- 
villa,  James  H.,  Scott  Earl  and  Pearl  Ellsworth. 

James  H.  Septer  early  began  to  assist  his 
father  in  farm  work,  and  his  youthful  educa- 
tion was  acquired  in  the  district  schools  of  Fair- 
field  and  Tuscarawas  counties.  As  a young  man 
he  was  identified  with  farm  enterprise  In  Tus- 
carawas County  and  later  in  Washington  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County.  In  1892  he  found  em- 
ployment in  the  sewer-pipe  manufactory  at  Mid- 
vale, Tuscarawas  County,  where  he  remained 
thus  engaged  until  1896.  In  1897  he  established 
his  residence  at  Tippecanoe,  Harrison  County, 
where  for  the  ensuing  four  years  he  was  en- 
gaged in  teaming.  Thereafter  he  devoted  three 
years  to  independent  farm  industry  in  Washing- 
ton Township,  and  after  leaving  the  farm  he 
conducted  a livery  business  about  one  year  at 
Byesville,  Guernsey  County.  He  next  passed  a 
brief  period  in  the  city  of  Columbus,  and  he 
then  returned  to  Tippecanoe  and  purchased  tbe 
general  merchandise  establishment  which  he 
has  since  conducted  with  marked  success.  For 
the  past  few  years  he  has  also  given  attention 
to  the  buying  and  selling  of  real  estate  in  this 
immediate  section  of  the  county,  and  in  Ran- 
dall County,  Texas,  he  is  the  owner  of  a valu- 
able farm  property  of  412  acre3.  Mr.  Septer  is 
a republican  in  politics,  and  while  he  has  had 
no  desire  for  office  his  civic  loyalty  is  shown 
by  his  effective  service  as  a member  of  the 
school  board  of  Washington  Township,  a posi- 
tion of  which  he  is  the  incumbent  at  the  time 
of  this  writing.  He  has  been  for  fully  twenty 
years  actively  affiliated  with  the  Knights  of 
Pythias,  and  he  and  his  wife  hold  membership 
in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in  their  home 
village. 

December  19,  1897,  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Septer  to  Miss  Lucy  Thompson,  daughter  of 
Isaiah  and  Leah  Jane  (Grubb)  Thompson,  of 
Tuscarawas  County.  Mr.  Thompson  was  en- 
gaged in  the  mercantile  business  in  Tuscarawas 


County  until  the  early  ’80s,  when  he  came  to 
Tippecanoe,  Harrison  County,  where  he  con- 
tinued in  the  same  line  of  enterprise  until  his 
death  in  1885,  his  widow  being  still  a resident 
of  this  village.  They  became  the  parents  of 
nine  children,  namely:  Charles,  Leah  Marga- 
ret, John  T.  and  Naomi  (twins),  Ella,  Sadie 
Gertrude,  Lucy,  Edward  and  Virginia.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Septer  have  one  son,  Leslie  Earl,  who  was 
born  October  28,  1905. 

Rezin  L.  Bakes,  one  of  the  successful  farm- 
ers of  Archer  Township,  is  a representative  of 
the  third  generation  of  the  Baker  family  in 
Harrison  County,  where  his  paternal  grand- 
parents, Rezin  and  Sarah  (Thompson)  Baker, 
established  their  home  in  the  pioneer  days,  the 
grandfather  having  reclaimed  and  improved  a 
productive  farm  in  Green  Township. 

Rezin  L.  Baker  was  bora  in  Archer  Town- 
ship, this  county,  on  the  25th  of  January,  1871, 
and  is  a son  of  Elijah  W.  and  Mary  M.  (Ma- 
holm)  Baker,  the  latter  a daughter  of  James 
and  Maxie  Maholm,  whose  farm  home  was  in 
Archer  Township,  where  they  gained  pioneer 
honors.  Their  children  were  seven  in  number — 
Martin,  James,  Thomas  B.,  Stewart  (died  in 
childhood),  Jane,  Anna  and  Mary  M.  Rezin 
Baker,  paternal  grandfather  of  him  whose  name 
introduces  this  review,  was  bora  and  reared  in 
Westmoreland  County,  Pennsylvania,  and,  as 
previously  noted,  he  became  a pioneer  settler 
in  Green  Township,  Harrison  County,  Ohio, 
where  he  and  his  wife  passed  the  residue  of 
their  lives,  both  having  been  numbered  among 
the  early  members  of  the  Bethel  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church  of  their  neighborhood.  Their 
children  were  three  in  number — John  L., 
Thomas  and  Elijah  W.,  and  all  are  now  de- 
ceased. 

Elijah  W.  Baker  lived  a life  of  purposeful- 
ness and  worthy  achievement,  and  through  his 
well  directed  endeavors  he  accumulated  and  im- 
proved one  of  the  large  and  valuable  farm  prop- 
erties of  his  native  county.  He  was  born  in 
Green  Township  on  the  4th  of  January,  1847, 
and  was  afforded  the  advantages  of  the  common 
schools  of  the  locality  and  period.  His  mar- 
riage was  solemnized  November  28,  1868,  and 
soon  afterward  he  settled  on  a farm  in  Archer 
Township,  where  the  original  habitation  of  the 
young  couple  was  a primitive  log  house.  Even- 
tually he  became  the  owner  of  more  than  250 
acres  of  valuable  land,  and  upon  his  home  place 
he  made  the  best  of  improvements.  He  was 
one  of  the  substantial  and  highly  respected  citi- 
zens of  Archer  Township  at  the  time  of  his 
death,  which  occurred  October  15,  1909.  His 
widow  passed  away  on  the  15th  of  October, 
1915,  and  both  were  earnest  members  of  the 
Bethel  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  They  be- 
came the  parents  of  four  children,  of  whom  the 
youngest,  a daughter,  died  in  early  childhood. 
Thomas  M.,  whose  death  occurred  in  October, 
1905,  was  bora  August  28,  1869.  The  maiden 
name  of  his  wife  was  Virena  E.  Baxter,  and 
their  one  child,  Dean  Baxter  Baker,  is  now  a 
member  of  the  family  circle  of  his  uncle,  Rezin 
L.,  of  this  sketch,  who  was  the  second  child  in 
his  parents*  family.  Axln  Dora,  became  the 
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wife  of  Jesse  L.  Martin  and  was  a resident  of 
Archer  Township  at  the  time  of  her  death.  She 
is  survived  by  one  child,  Florence  M.  Sarah  E., 
the  youngest  of  the  four  children,  was  born 
February  16,  1878,  and  died  June  19,  1880. 

Rezin  L.  Baker  gained  his  youthful  educa- 
tion in  what  is  known  as  the  Brown  school  in 
district  No.  8,  near  the  line  between  Archer  and 
Green  townships.  His  entire  active  career  has 
been  marked  by  active  alliance  with  the  great 
basic  industries  of  agriculture  and  stock-grow- 
ing, and  in  1900  he  made  his  first  purchase  of 
land — a small  tract  in  Archer  Township. 
Through  inheritance  and  the  purchase  of  addi- 
tional land  he  is  now  the  owner  of  a fine  farm 
property  of  about  400  acres,  and  he  has  secure 
prestige  as  one  of  the  progressive  and  success- 
ful exponents  of  agricultural  and  live-stock  en- 
terprise in  his  native  county,  cattle  and  sheep 
of  excellent  types  being  raised  on  his  farm.  His 
loyalty  to  his  native  county  is  shown  in  his  lib- 
eral and  progressive  civic  attitude,  and  while 
he  has  had  no  desire  to  enter  the  domain  of 
practical  politics  he  is  a staunch  supporter  of 
the  cause  of  the  democratic  party,  as  was  also 
his  father.  His  name  is  still  enrolled  on  the 
roster  of  eligible  bachelors  in  Harrison  County. 

Junius  h.  Reppart  is  the  youngest  of  the 
three  sons  bom  to  William  S.  and  Nancy 
(Smith)  Reppart,  and  like  his  brothers.  John 
S.  and  Thomas  F.,  is  a successful  representative 
of  farm  industry  in  his  native  township  of 
Short  Creek,  Harrison  County,  individual  men- 
tion of  his  brothers  being  made  on  other  pages 
of  this  volume.  He  was  born  in  Short  Creek 
Township  December  2,  1860.  and  his  early  edu- 
cation was  obtained  in  the  little  schoolhouse  of 
district  No.  5,  this  township,  where  his  entire 
active  life  has  been  marked  by  close  and  suc- 
cessful association  with  farm  enterprise.  In 
1894  he  established  his  residence  upon  his  pres- 
ent farm,  and  in  connection  with  his  agricul- 
tural and  live-stock  enterprise  he  continued  for 
eighteen  years  to  mine  coal  from  the  productive 
vein  on  his  farm,  his  activities  in  mining  having 
been  continued  until  1912.  His  farm  originally 
comprised  160  acres,  but  he  has  gradually  sold 
small  tracts  from  the  property  until  he  now  re- 
tains only  sixty  acres,  constituting  one  of  the 
well  improved  and  productive  farms  of  Short 
Creek  Township. 

William  S.  Reppart,  father  of  him  whose 
name  introduces  this  review,  passed  his  entire 
life  in  Short  Creek  Township,  where  he  died  in 
the  house  which  figured  as  the  place  of  his 
birth.  He  and  his  father  were  stonemasons  by 
trade.  He  was  born  in  the  vear  1830  and  his 
death  occurred  In  November,  1898.  His  widow, 
who  was  bora  in  Tuscarawas  County,  a daugh- 
ter of  John  Smith,  passed  away  on  the  25th  of 
February.  1903,  an  earnest  member  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  Their  three  chil- 
dren are  all  represented  by  individual  sketches 
in  this  publication,  as  noted  in  the  foregoing 
paragraph.  William  S.  Reppart  was  a son  of 
Daniel  Reppart.  who  was  bora  in  Wales  in  1778, 
and  was  a young  man  when  he  came  to  America. 
His  first  wife  and  all  save  one  of  their  children 
died  during  a yellow  fever  epidemic  in  the  State 


of  Pennsylvania,  and  in  1825  he  married  Miss 
Hannah  Stephens,  who  was  born  July  26,  1786. 
They  came  soon  after  their  marriage  to  Ohio 
and  settled  in  Short  Creek  Township,  Harrison 
County.  Their  two  children  were  David  and 
William  S.  David  was  bora  in  1826  and  re- 
mained in  Harrison  County  until  his  death  on 
the  28th  of  May,  1887. 

In  1887  was  solemnized  the  marriage  of 
Junius  L.  Reppart  to  Miss  Ruth  Ella  Ely,  who 
was  born  and  reared  in  Harrison  County  and 
who  is  a daughter  of  William  and  Naomi  (Ran- 
dall) Ely.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Reppart  have  five 
children.  Hartzell  married  Miss  Stella  Gum- 
mere,  and  they  have  two  children — Mervin  and 
William.  Irma  N.  is  the  wife  of  Milton  Singer, 
and  their  two  children  are  Mildred  and  Janies. 
Edna  is  the  wife  of  Samuel  Boyles,  and  they 
have  one  child,  Mary  Ella.  Willard  married 
Miss  Emma  Carter.  Ray  married  Miss  Ethel 
Rucker,  and  they  have  one  child,  Betty  June. 
All  of  the  children  still  reside  in  Harrison 
County  and  are  well  upholding  the  honors  of 
a family  name  that  has  been  identified  with 
the  history  of  this  county  for  nearly  a century. 

James  C.  Mebrimak.  The  attractive  village 
of  Tippecanoe  in  Washington  Township,  Harri- 
son County,  has  its  full  complement  of  well  or- 
dered mercantile  and  industrial  establishments, 
and  one  of  the  important  enterprises  thus  lend- 
ing to  the  prestige  of  the  village  is  the  general 
merchandise  store  of  Mr.  Merriman,  the  volume 
of  whose  business  indicates  alike  the  excellent 
service  of  his  establishment  and  his  personal 
popularity  in  his  native  county,  where  he  is  a 
representative  of  an  honored  pioneer  family. 

Mr.  Merriman  was  born  at  Deersville,  this 
county,  on  the  24th  of  February,  1863,  and  is  a 
son  of  Nicholas  and  Amy  Ann  (Moore)  Merri- 
man, both  of  whom  likewise  were  born  in  Har- 
rison County,  where  their  marriage  was  sol- 
emnized on  the  18th  of  June,  1840.  Nicholas 
Merriman  was  born  on  the  24th  of  November, 
1817,  a date  that  indicates  that  his  parents 
were  numbered  among  the  early  settlers  of  the 
county.  He  was  a son  of  Micajah  and  Sophia 
(Snyder)  Merriman,  who  were  born  and  reared 
in  Pennsylvania  and  who  became  pioneer  set- 
tlers in  Cadiz  Township,  Harrison  County.  Ohio, 
where  the  father  developed  a productive  farm 
and  where  he  and  his  wife  passed  the  remain- 
der of  their  lives,  both  having  been  zealous 
members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 
Of  their  sixteen  children  all  but  one  attained  to 
years  of  maturity.  The  names  of  the  children 
are  here  recorded:  Sheridan,  Nicholas,  Daniel, 

William  (died  in  young  manhood),  Abraham, 
Samuel.  John.  Charles,  Anna,  Betsy,  Rachel. 
Polly.  Ruth,  Susan,  Julia  and  Rebecca. 

Mrs.  Amy  Ann  (Moore)  Merriman  was  born 
and  reared  in  Stock  Township,  Harrison  County, 
and  was  a daughter  of  Peter  and  Sarah  (Jones) 
Moore,  who  likewise  were  numbered  among  the 
sterling  pioneers  of  this  county,  the  father  hav- 
ing become  a substantial  farmer  in  Stock  Town- 
ship, and  both  he  and  his  wife  having  been 
devout  members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church.  They  became  the  parents  of  nine  chil- 
dren— Phoebe,  Charity,  Catherine,  Inga  bee. 
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Mary,  Amy  Ann,  Sarah,  Isaiah  (served  as  a 
soldier  in  the  Civil  war)  and  John. 

Nicholas  Merriman  was  reared  under  the  con- 
ditions marking  the  pioneer  era  in  the  history 
of  Harrison  County,  and  in  his  youth  he  learned 
the  trade  of  blacksmith.  In  the  autumn  of 
1863  he  established  his  home  at  Tippecanoe,  this 
county,  and  here  he  continued  in  the  sturdy 
work  of  his  trade  until  the  close  of  his  long, 
useful  and  worthy  life.  He  died  on  the  29th 
of  December,  1897,  and  his  widow  passed  to 
eternal  rest  on  the  26th  of  January,  1904,  when 
venerable  in  years.  Both  were  earnest  and  con- 
sistent members  of  the  United  Brethren  Church. 
They  became  the  parents  of  ten  children,  of 
whom  the  first  five  are  deceased,  namely: 
Rachel,  Finley,  Robert,  Peter  M.  and  Aquilla. 
The  surviving  children  are:  Elizabeth,  Julia 
Ann,  James  C.,  Susanna  and  Buenavista  L. 

The  district  school  known  as  the  Birney 
School,  in  Washington  Township  afforded  to 
James  C.  Merriman  his  early  educational  ad- 
vantages, and  he  was  a lad  of  fifteen  years 
when  he  began  clerking  in  a general  store  at 
Tippecanoe.  Thus  he  early  gained  valuable 
knowledge  in  connection  with  the  line  of  enter- 
prise with  which  he  has  been  continuously 
associated  and  in  which  he  has  won  substantial 
success.  In  1896  he  established  an  independent 
mercantile  business  at  Tippecanoe,  and  this  he 
conducted  until  1902,  when  he  sold  the  stock 
and  business.  Thereafter  he  lived  virtually  re- 
tired until  1906,  when  he  opened  his  present 
well  equipped  general  merchandise  establish- 
ment, which  receives  a substantial  and  repre- 
sentative patronage  and  Is  one  of  the  leading 
mercantile  stores  of  Tippecanoe.  He  takes 
loyal  Interest  In  community  affairs.  He  and 
his  wife  are  earnest  and  influential  members 
of  the  Method! st  Episcopal  Church  In  their 
home  village,  he  having  served  many  years  as 
class  leader  and  being  at  the  present  time  a 
steward  of  this  church,  besides  which  he  has 
given  effective  service  of  several  years  in  the 
position  of  superintendent  of  the  Sunday  school. 

On  the  28th  of  November,  1894,  was  solemn- 
ized the  marriage  of  Mr.  Merriman  to  Miss 
Catherine  Elizabeth  Groves,  who  likewise  was 
born  and  reared  in  Harrison  County,  and  who 
is  a daughter  of  Hiram  and  Mary  Ann  (Phil- 
lips) Groves,  both  natives  of  Washington  Town- 
ship, this  county.  Mr.  Groves  was  one  of  the 
representative  farmers  of  Washington  Township 
at  the  time  of  his  death,  in  December,  1872, 
and  his  widow  survived  him  by  many  years, 
her  death  occurring  in  May,  1916.  His  first 
wife,  whose  maiden  name  was  Maria  Johnson, 
became  the  mother  of  seven  children — Phoebe, 
Ellen  Ann,  John,  Jane.  Susan,  Andrew  S.  and 
William.  Of  the  second  marriage  were  bom 
five  children — Agnes,  Thomas,  Catherine  Eliza- 
beth (Mrs.  Merriman),  Della  and  Margaret. 
The  parents  were  active  members  of  the  Metho- 
dist Episcopal  Church.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Merriman 
have  no  children. 

Henby  B.  Stiers  Is  another  of  the  native  sons 
and  representative  farmers  of  Short  Creek 
Township,  and  Is  a member  of  one  of  the  old 
and  honored  families  of  Harrison  County.  He 


was  bom  in  Short  Creek  Township,  this  county, 
on  the  17th  of  January,  1862,  and  is  a son  of 
Henry  and  Lucinda  (Close)  Stiers,  the  former 
of  whom  died  January  1,  1901,  and  the  latter 
passed  away  on  the  10th  of  November,  1906, 
their  marriage  having  been  solemnized  May  16, 
1839. 

Henry  Stiers,  who  was  for  many  years  one 
of  the  substantial  farmers  and  influential  citi- 
zens of  Short  Creek  Township,  was  bom  In 
Greene  County,  Pennsylvania,  February  16, 
1807,  and  thus  was  nearly  ninety-four  years  of 
age  at  the  time  of  his  death.  He  was  a son  of 
Jacob  and  Mary  (Moore)  Stiers,  both  of  whom 
were  reared  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  the 
latter  having  been  a daughter  of  Henry  and 
Rachel  (Dunn)  Moore.  Jacob  Stiers  was  a son 
of  Henry  Stiers,  whose  wife  was  of  English 
lineage,  he  himself  having  been  bom  in  Ger- 
many and  having  become  an  early  settler  In 
Fayette  County,  Pennsylvania,  where  his  home 
was  destroyed  by  Indians,  who  set  fire  to  the 
buildings  on  his  farm  and  killed  his  wife  and 
their  youngest  child,  as  well  as  one  of  his 
sisters,  another  girl  of  the  family  having  been 
taken  captive  and  borne  away  by  the  Indians. 
Jacob  and  one  of  his  brothers  fled  for  their 
lives,  and  he  was  pursued  some  distance  by  the 
savage  Indians,  but  finally  he  reached  the  house 
of  a neighbor  and  gave  an  alarm  that  rapidly 
spread  through  the  pioneer  community.  A 
brother  of  Jacob  Stiers  served  as  a soldier  in 
the  War  of  1812  and  Incidentally  gained  In- 
formation that  the  captured  girl  above  men- 
tioned was  living  with  the  Indians  in  Canada. 
He  proceeded  to  Canada  in  search  of  her,  and 
there  found  her  married  to  an  Indian,  to  whom 
she  had  borne  four  children. 

Jacob  Stiers  was  bora  in  New  Jersey  and  was 
a boy  at  the  time  of  the  family  removal  to 
Fayette  County,  Pennsylvania,  where  he  was 
reared  to  manhood  and  where  his  marriage  was 
solemnized.  About  the  year  1810  he  came  to 
Ohio  and  settled  in  what  is  now  Short  Creek 
Township,  Harrison  County,  where  he  reclaimed 
a farm  from  the  virgin  forest  and  where  he 
and  his  wife  passed  the  remainder  of  their 
lives,  he  having  died  January  1,  1837,  at  the 
age  of  sixty-six  vears,  and  his  wife  having 
passed  away  in  August,  1832,  at  the  age  of 
sixty-three  years.  They  became  the  parents  of 
nine  children — Rebecca,  Rachel,  John,  Jane, 
Elizabeth,  Mary,  Jacob,  Hannah  (Mrs.  Chris- 
topher S.  Hall),  and  Henry.  All  of  the  children 
are  now  deceased. 

Henry  Stiers  was  not  yet  three  years  of  age 
at  the  time  when  the  family  home  was  estab- 
lished in  Harrison  County,  where  he  was  reared 
on  the  frontier  farm  and  where  he  gained  a 
rudimentary  education  in  the  pioneer  log 
schoolhouse.  He  was  reared  In  the  faith  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and  the  pioneer 
church  which  he  attended  was  a log  structure 
situated  on  his  father’s  farm,  his  father  having 
hewed  the  logs  and  done  all  of  the  carpenter 
work  on  this  primitive  sanctuary.  At  the  age 
of  twenty-five  years  Henry  Stiers  Initiated  in- 
dependent farm  enterprise  near  Mount  Pleasant, 
Jefferson  County,  but  he  later  sold  this  farm 
and  returned  to  the  old  home  to  care  for  his 
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venerable  father,  from  whom  he  purchased  the 
old  homestead,  at  the  rate  of  twenty  dollars  an 
acre.  After  his  marriage  he  removed  to  an- 
other farm  In  Short  Creek  Township,  and  at 
one  time  he  was  the  owner  of  a valuable  landed 
estate  of  400  acres  of  valuable  land  in  Harrison 
County.  He  was  one  of  the  county’s  most  pro- 
gressive and  successful  agriculturists  and  stock- 
growers,  and  was  the  first  to  introduce  the 
raising  of  fine-wool  sheep  into  this  section  of 
the  state.  He  was  a staunch  republican,  was 
liberal  and  loyal  as  a citizen  and  ever  com- 
manded the  high  regard  of  all  who  knew  him. 
Both  he  and  his  wife  held  membership  in  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  Mrs.  Stiers  was 
born  near  Saint  dairsville,  Belmont  County, 
September  18,  1815,  a daughter  of  Henry  and 
Magdalena  (Neat)  Close,  sterling  pioneers  of 
that  county,  to  which  they  came  from  Mary- 
land. Mr.  and  Mrs.  Stiers  became  the  parents 
of  ten  children,  one  of  whom  died  in  infancy. 
John,  George,  Mary  Olive  and  Laura  are  de- 
ceased; Harriet  E. ; Henry  Bennet,  the  imme- 
diate subject  of  this  sketch;  and  the  younger 
daughters  were  given  the  names  of  Ellen  Au- 
gusta, Emma  Rebecca  and  Louella. 

Henry  B.  Stiers  acquired  his  early  education 
in  the  district  schools  of  Short  Creek  Township, 
and  in  his  native  township  he  has  been  actively 
identified  with  farm  industry  from  the  time  of 
his  boyhood  to  the  present.  His  well  Improved 
farm  is  effectively  devoted  to  diversified  agri- 
culture and  the  raising  of  approved  types  of 
live  stock.  He  is  a loyal  supporter  of  the  cause 
of  the  republican  party,  and  he  and  his  wife 
hold  membership  in  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  at  Shepherdstown. 

On  the  19th  of  April,  1877,  was  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  Mr.  Stiers  to  Miss  Mary  Ethel 
McCleary,  who  likewise  was  born  and  reared  in 
Harrison  County  and  who  is  a daughter  of  the 
late  Ephraim  and  Mary  A.  (Gillespie) 
McCleary,  the  former  of  whom  was  born  in 
the  State  of  Maryland  October  19,  1810,  and 
the  latter  of  whom  was  born  and  reared  In 
Franklin  County,  Ohio.  Her  father,  Menzes 
Gillespie,  was  a soldier  in  the  War  of  1812. 
Mr.  McCleary’s  first  marriage  was  with  Nancy 
J.  Dunn,  a daughter  of  General  Dunn,  who 
long  represented  Belmont  County  in  the  Ohio 
Legislature.  All  three  children  of  this  first 
marriage  died  in  childhood,  and  Mrs.  Nancy  J. 
(Dunn)  McCleary  was  still  a young  woman  at 
the  time  of  her  death.  Ephraim  McCleary  was 
a blacksmith  by  trade,  and  he  was  a pioneer 
workman  at  his  trade  In  the  Village  of  Harris- 
ville,  Harrison  County,  Ohio.  In  1859  he  re- 
moved to  a farm  near  that  village,  and  there 
he  died  on  the  28th  of  April,  1874,  and  his 
widow  passed  away  on  the  19th  of  May,  1886. 
They  became  the  parents  of  eight  children,  of 
whom  Mrs.  Stiers  was  the  third  in  order  of 
birth.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Stiers  have  three  children 
— John  Clayton,  William  Henry  and  Menzes 
Phelps.  John  C.,  the  eldest  son,  is  district 
superintendent  of  schools  in  Washington  County, 
Pennsylvania,  where  he  resides  at  the  county 
seat  He  married  Miss  Margaret  Sewell,  and 
they  have  three  children — Marion,  Joseph! je  and 
Aura  Mae. 


Chables  E.  Aluson,  whose  pleasant  home  is 
situated  just  without  the  corporate  limits  of 
the  Village  of  Hopedale,  Harrison  County,  has 
since  1889  been  actively  engaged  in  the  practice 
of  law,  with  his  native  township  as  his  place 
of  residence  and  his  professional  headquarters. 

Mr.  Allison  was  bom  on  his  father’s  farm  in 
Green  Township,  Harrison  County,  and  the  date 
of  his  nativity  was  April  26,  1863.  He  is  a son 
of  John  R.  and  Nancy  A.  (Shamel)  Allison, 
both  natives  of  Tuscarawas  County,  Ohio, 
where  the  former  was  bora  on  the  12th  of 
March,  1818,  and  the  latter  in  the  year  1835. 

John  Rea  Allison  was  about  seven  years  old 
when  his  parents  came  to  Harrison  County  and 
numbered  themselves  among  the  pioneer  settlers 
of  Green  Township,  where  the  father  reclaimed 
and  improved  a good  farm.  John  R.  Allison 
was  a son  of  James  and  Margaret  (Hervey) 
Allison,  the  former  of  whom  was  bora  in  Ire- 
land, whence  he  came  to  America  when  he  was 
fifteen  years  of  age,  in  1805.  At  Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania,  James  Allison  served  an  appren- 
ticeship at  the  trade  of  saddler  and  harness- 
maker,  and  his  marriage  to  Margaret  Hervey, 
a daughter  of  William  Hervey,  was  solemnized 
at  Cadiz,  Harrison  County.  Ohio,  where  they 
thereafter  maintained  their  home  about  seven 
years.  They  later  resided  in  Stark  and  Tus- 
carawas counties,  but  in  1825  they  came  again 
to  Harrison  County  and  established  their  home 
on  a pioneer  farm  in  Green  Township,  where 
Mrs.  Allison  died  in  1837,  her  husband  having 
attained  to  the  patriarchal  age  of  ninety  years 
and  his  death  having  occurred  in  1881.  In  con- 
nection with  the  operation  of  his  farm  Mr. 
Allison  worked  at  his  trade  for  many  years, 
with  a shop  maintained  at  his  home.  James 
and  Margaret  Allison  became  the  parents  of 
eleven  children — Margaret  (Mrs.  John  Gal- 
braith), John  R.,  David,  Henry,  Sarah,  James, 
Mary  Jane  (Mrs.  John  Hammond),  Joseph, 
Elizabeth  (Mrs.  Daniel  Eaton),  Bell  and  Isa- 
bella. All  of  these  children  are  now  deceased. 
John  R.  Allison  was  reared  under  the  condi- 
tions that  marked  the  pioneer  period  in  the  his- 
tory of  Harrison  County,  where  he  assisted  in 
the  activities  of  the  home  farm,  besides  which 
he  learned  the  trade  of  tanner.  As  a young 
man  he  began  independent  operations  as  a 
farmer  in  Green  Township,  where  he  became 
the  owner  of  an  excellent  farm  of  110  acres, 
besides  giving  his  attention  to  the  operation  of 
a tannery  and  to  the  driving  of  cattle  to  the 
eastern  markets  in  the  pioneer  days.  He  was 
one  of  the  sterling  and  honored  pioneer  citizens 
of  Harrison  County  at  the  time  of  his  death. 
November  29,  1962,  when  eighty-four  years  of 
age,  his  widow  having  passed  away  on  the  10th 
of  May,  1918,  aged  eighty-three  years,  she  hav- 
ing been  a devout  member  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church.  Of  their  two  children 
Charles  E.,  of  this  review,  is  the  elder,  and 
Rowena  M.  is  the  wife  of  William  J.  Stainger. 

Charles  E.  Allison  passed  the  period  of  his 
childhood  and  early  youth  on  the  home  farm 
and  was  afforded  the  advantages  of  the  village 
schools  at  Hopedale.  There  also  he  attended 
Hopedale  College,  in  which  he  was  graduated 
in  1885,  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts, 
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and  from  which  he  received  in  1887  the  supple- 
mental degree  of  Master  of  Arts.  In  prepara- 
tion for  his  chosen  profession  Mr.  Allison  en- 
tered the  Cincinnati  Law  School,  In  which  in- 
stitution he  was  graduated  as  a member  of  the 
class  of  1889  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Laws.  He  has  since  been  continuously  engaged 
in  the  practice  of  his  profession  in  Harrison 
County,  and  has  handled  a large  volume  of  law 
business,  much  of  which  has  been  of  important 
order.  He  has  remained  continuously  in  Green 
Township.  He  was  a resident  of  Hopedale  from 
1905  until  1918,  in  which  latter  year  he  removed 
to  his  present  attractive  home,  just  outside  the 
corporate  limits  of  Hopedale.  Much  of  his  law 
business  has  been  as  counsellor,  but  he  has 
gained  also  a high  reputation  as  a careful  and 
resourceful  trial  lawyer.  He  Is  affiliated  with 
the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  and  both 
he  and  his  wife  hold  membership  in  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  at  Hopedale. 

On  the  14th  of  September,  1904,  was  solemn- 
ized the  marriage  of  Mr.  Allison  to  Miss  Mary 
E.  Hervey,  daughter  of  David  and  Mary  M. 
Hervey,  well  known  citizens  of  Harrison  County. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Allison  have  no  children. 

William  G.  Kent  is  not  only  one  of  the 
prosperous  and  enterprising  representatives  of 
farm  industry  in  Nottingham  Township,  Harri- 
son County,  but  is  also  a native  of  this  county 
and  a scion  of  one  of  its  old  and  influential 
pioneer  families.  His  paternal  grandfather, 
Absalom  Kent  (III),  was  bom  in  Stock  Town- 
ship. this  county,  in  1810,  and  was  a son  of 
Absalom  Kent  (II),  who  was  bora  in  Virginia 
In  1777,  a son  of  Absalom  Kent  (I),  who  like- 
wise was  a native  of  the  historic  Old  Dominion 
State,  where  the  family,  of  English  origin,  was 
founded  in  the  early  colonial  era.  Absalom 
Kent  (II)  come  to  what  is  now  Harrison  Coun- 
ty, Ohio,  at  a very  early  date,  probably  about 
the  opening  of  the  nineteenth  century,  and  he 
settled  in  Stock  Township,  where  he  took  a 
large  tract  of  Government  land  and  instituted 
the  reclamation  of  a farm.  Here  he  remained 
a number  of  years,  but  he  Anally  removed  to 
the  State  of  Illinois,  where  he  continued  to 
reside  until  his  death  in  1875.  His  children 
were  six  in  number — Absalom  (III),  Abner, 
John,  Jacob,  Jane  and  Mary.  He  became  the 
owner  of  an  extensive  landed  estate,  in  both 
Ohio  and  Illinois,  and  he  gave  to  each  of  his 
sons  200  acres  of  land.  Absalom  Kent  (III) 
was  reared  under  the  conditions  that  marked 
the  early  pioneer  days  in  Harrison  County,  and 
he  passed  virtually  his  entire  active  life  as  a 
farmer  in  Nottingham  Township.  His  first  wife 
bore  the  maiden  name  of  Mary  Walker,  and 
they  had  six  children — Absalom  (IV),  John  H., 
Joseph  W.,  Stewart,  William  and  Tabitha.  For 
his  second  wife  he  married  Sarah  Traub,  and 
they  became  the  parents  of  one  child,  Sarah 
Jane,  now  Mrs.  John  Toole.  After  the  death 
of  his  second  wife  Absalom  Kent  (III)  married 
Margaret  Worman,  and  their  one  child  was 
Mary  G.,  who  married  Samuel  Grimes,  of  Cadiz. 
In  politics  Mr.  Kent  was  a republican  from  the 
time  of  the  organization  of  the  party  of  that 


name  until  his  death,  and  his  religious  faith 
was  that  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

Joseph  W.  Kent  was  bom  and  reared  in  Not- 
tingham Township,  and  there  he  continued  his 
active  association  with  farm  industry  during 
the  major  part  of  his  active  life,  though  he 
was  for  a few  years  a farmer  in  Washington 
Township  and  for  a time  in  Tuscarawas  County. 
As  a young  man  he  wedded  Miss  Janie  Guthrie, 
who  likewise  was  bora  In  Harrison  County,  a 
daughter  of  Benjamin  and  Harriet  (Fitzgerald) 
Guthrie,  her  father  having  been  a farmer  in 
this  county  and  having  finally  removed  to 
Uhrlchsville,  Tuscarawas  County,  where  he  re- 
mained until  his  death.  His  children  were 
Mary,  Janie,  Thomas  and  Wllhelmina.  Joseph 
W.  Kent  was  about  sixty-six  years  of  age  at 
the  time  of  his  death,  and  his  widow  survives, 
aged  seventy-seven  years,  both  having  been 
members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 
They  became  the  parents  of  eight  children: 
Nettle  (deceased),  Hattie,  John  T.,  William  G.t 
Caroline,  Josephine,  Ora  and  Cora. 

William  G.  Kent  was  bora  on  November  3, 
1868.  He  gained  his  early  education  principally 
in  the  schools  of  Tuscarawas  County  and  was 
about  twelve  years  of  age  when  his  parents 
returned  to  Nottingham  Tpwnship,  Harrison 
County.  In  this  township  he  has  continued  his 
alliance  with  farm  enterprise  during  the  inter- 
vening period,  and  also  gave  some  attention  to 
the  mining  of  coal.  Since  1908  he  has  resided 
on  his  present  farm,  which  comprises  138  acres 
and  is  well  improved,  even  as  it  is  well  managed 
in  both  its  agricultural  and  live-stock  depart- 
ments. In  politics  he  is  aligned  in  the  ranks 
of  the  republican  party  and  he  and  his  wife  are 
active  members  of  the  Bethel  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church,  best  known  as  Bethel  Chapel. 

On  the  30th  of  July,  1898,  was  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  Mr.  Kent  to  Miss  Margaret  V. 
Gaines,  who  was  bora  near  Little  Rock,  Ar- 
kansas, November  20,  1876,  and  who  is  a daugh- 
ter of  Edwin  Y.  and  Jennie  (Widdoes)  Gaines. 
Mr.  Gaines,  who  was  a captain  in  the  United 
States  Army  during  the  Civil  war,  continued 
his  residence  in  Arkansas  until  his  death,  and 
his  widow  then  removed  with  her  children  to 
Kansas,  where  they  remained  until  1888,  com- 
ing then  to  Harrison  County,  Ohio  and  estab- 
lished a home  in  Cadiz  Township,  where  Mrs. 
Gaines  remained  until  her  death.  Her  children 
were  three  in  number:  Herbert  (died  in  the 
same  week  as  did  his  father),  Anna  and  Mar- 
garet V.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Keht  became  the  par- 
ents of  four  children:  Violet  (died  February 
20,  1901),  Lawrence  R.,  Isabel  and  Viola. 

George  A.  Philpott  has  effected  an  excellent 
adjustment  of  the  various  forces  and  agencies 
that  make  for  success  in  farm  industry  and  is 
one  of  the  staunch  and  progressive  agricultur- 
ists and  stock-raisers  of  Short  Creek  Township, 
Harrison  County. 

Mr.  Philpott  was  born  in  Mount  Pleasant 
Township,  Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  on  the  11th 
of  March,  1856,  and  in  Bucks  County,  Pennsyl- 
vania, were  bora  and  reared  his  parents,  Charles 
and  Eliza  Jane  (Stradllng)  Philpott.  Charles 
Philpott  remained  in  the  old  Keystone  State 
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until  he  was  about  thirty-six  years  of  age,  com- 
ing then  to  Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  where  he 
remained  until  about  1860.  He  then  came  with 
his  family  to  Harrison  County  and  engaged  in 
farming  in  Short  Creek  Township,  where  his 
earnest  and  well  ordered  endeavors  brought  to 
him  a goodly  measure  of  success.  In  this  town- 
ship he  and  his  wife  continued  to  maintain  their 
home  until  their  deaths.  They  became  the  par- 
ents of  four  children:  Louis,  George  A.,  Sarah 
Elizabeth,  deceased,  who  became  Mrs.  Samuel 
Colville,  and  Charles  Edgar,  also  deceased. 

George  A.  Philpott  was  a child  at  the  time  of 
the  family  removal  to  Harrison  County  and 
was  reared  and  educated  in  Short  Creek  Town- 
ship, where  he  was  afforded  the  advantages  of 
the  district  schools  of  the  period.  In  this  town- 
ship when  he  was  a young  man  he  initiated 
his  independent  activities  as  a farmer,  and  with 
the  exception  of  seven  years,  during  which  he 
was  a farmer  in  Jefferson  County,  he  has  re- 
sided continuously  in  Short  Creek  Township 
from  his  childhood  to  the  present  time.  He  now 
owns  an  excellent  farm  of  100  acres,  in  section 
24,  and  on  this  place  he  established  his  resi- 
dence in  the  spring  of  1901.  He  has  remodeled 
the  house  and  erected  various  new  farm  build- 
ings, so  that  the  place  has  adequate  equipment 
not  only  for  the  successful  prosecution  of  all 
departments  of  productive  farm  Industry,  but 
also  offers  a pleasant  and  attractive  home. 
Mr.  Philpott  takes  loyal  and  helpful  interest  In 
community  affairs,  is  a republican  in  politics 
but  is  a substantial  citizen  to  whom  the  honors 
of  public  office  have  never  appealed  in  a per- 
sonal way.  His  wife  holds  membership  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  Village  of  Adena. 

March  29,  1893,  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Philpott  to  Miss  Belle  M.  Townsend,  who  was 
born  and  reared  in  Harrison  County  and  who 
is  a daughter  of  David  and  Adaline  (Morris) 
Townsend,  both  residing  in  Short  Creek  Town- 
ship. Mr.  and  Mrs.  Philpott  have  three  chil- 
dren— Earl  T.,  Irma  Lucile  and  Wiley. 

Charles  Allen  Chaney.  Among  the  pro- 
gressive young  farmers  of  Athens  Township  is 
Charles  Allen  Chaney.  He  was  bom  October 
2,  1878,  and  has  always  lived  in  Harrison 
County.  The  Chaney  family  story  began  in 
Harrison  County  in  1805  with  the  coming  of 
Thomas  Chaney  from  Virginia.  Nathan  Chaney, 
of  the  preceding  generation,  was  bora  in  Mary- 
land. The  Chaney  ancestry  came  into  the 
colonies  at  the  time  of  the  French  and  Indian 
war. 

After  leaving  Maryland  and  locating  in  Vir- 
ginia, Nathan  Chaney  married  Sarah  Mansfield 
and  seven  daughters  and  six  sons  were  born 
to  them,  among  them  Thomas  Chaney.  When 
a young  man  making  his  start  he  worked  about 
the  country  at  almost  starvation  wages,  but 
he  kept  on  adding  to  his  savings  until  he  finally 
acquired  a competency.  On  September  25,  1836, 
he  married  Elizabeth,  a daughter  of  James  and 
Sarah  (Watson)  Clark,  of  Fayette  County, 
Pennsylvania.  Their  children  were  Martha, 
Elizabeth,  Mary,  John  and  William.  The  sec- 
ond daughter  became  the  wife  of  Thomas 
Chaney.  While  they  had  no  money  they  had 


courage  and  were  industrious,  and  they  were 
just  the  type  of  young  people  for  the  frontier 
community.  They  developed  one  of  the  best 
farmsteads  in  the  county.  They  were  the 
grandparents  of  Charles  Allen  Chaney. 

The  children  born  to  Thomas  and  Elizabeth 
(Clark)  Chaney  were:  James,  John,  William, 
Sarah,  Martha,  Samuel,  Mary  Ann,  Elizabeth 
Ann,  Mary  Ellen,  Thomas  W.,  Hannah  and 
Nancy.  Some  of  the  good  old  family  names 
were  made  to  do  double  service  in  designating 
the  children,  but  Samuel  is  the  one  through 
whom  the  lineal  descent  is  continuous  to  the 
next  generation.  He  was  born  December  14, 
1846,  and  grew  up  in  the  community.  On  Au- 
gust 5,  1875.  he  married  Clarinda,  a daughter 
of  John  and  Eliza  Jane  (Morgan)  Edwards. 
She  was  born  September  12.  1856,  and  after 
their  marriage  they  lived  at  the  old  Chaney 
homestead.  Their  children  are:  lone  Estelle, 
Charles  Allen,  William  Vernon  and  Willis  Craig 
Chaney.  lone  Estella  was  born  January  9, 
1877.  and  died  November  27.  1908.  She  was 
the  wife  of  James  Eaton.  William  Vernon  was 
born  April  10,  1885,  and  died  May  4,  less  than 
one  month  later.  Willis  Craig  Chaney  was  bora 
September  13,  1886.  The  Chaneys  are  members 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  New  Athens. 
Mrs.  Chaney  died  September  8,  1913,  and  he 
died  June  5,  1916,  at  the  family  homestead  In 
Athens  Township.  The  Commemorative  Record 
says  of  Mr.  Chaney:  “Quiet  and  unassuming, 
his  presence  is,  nevertheless,  always  felt  and 
acknowledged,”  and  that  is  sufficient  tribute. 
The  Edwards  family  had  come  from  Belmont 
to  Harrison  County,  and  Clarinda  (Edwards) 
Chaney  also  came  of  excellent  parentage. 

The  Chaney  young  people  attended  the  Beech 
Point  country  school,  and  later  C.  A.  Chaney 
attended  Franklin  College.  On  October  15, 
1902,  he  married  Nannie  E.  Moore.  She  is  a 
daughter  of  Walker  and  Sarah  Rebecca  (Camp- 
bell) Moore.  Their  children  are:  Willard 
Doyle,  horn  July  26.  1907 : Oliver  W.,  bora  Au- 
gust 4,  1911,  and  died  January  2.  1912;  and 
Sarah  Agnes,  born  March  7.  1914.  In  1914 
Mr.  Chaney  bought  the  old  homestead,  and  his 
livestock  specialty  is  Jersey  cattle. 

William  S.  Cessna  was  a youth  of  eighteen 
years  when  he  established  his  home  at  Cadiz, 
and  from  a modest  clerkship  in  a local  grocery 
store  he  advanced  step  by  step  until  he  became 
president  of  the  First  National  Bank  of  Cadiz, 
which  progress  was  won  entirely  through  his 
own  ability  and  faithful  efforts.  His  record  as 
one  of  the  representative  business  men  of  Har- 
rison County  is  without  blemish,  while  his  atti- 
tude has  at  all  times  been  that  of  a loyal  and 
progressive  citizen.  He  studied  law  and  was 
admitted  to  the  bar,  and  for  ten  years  was 
successfully  engaged  in  the  practice  of  law.  He 
then  identified  himself  with  a banking  enter- 
prise, of4which  he  long  stood  as  a prominent 
and  influential  representative.  He  resigned  the 
presidency  of  the  institution  in  1911,  since 
which  time  he  has  lived  virtually  retired. 

Mr.  Cessna  was  born  at  Bedford.  Pennsyl- 
vania, October  29,  1845,  and  was  there  reared 
and  educated.  He  is  a son  of  John  J.  and 
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Nancy  (Powell)  Cessna,  both  natives  of  Bed- 
ford, and  Is  a grandson  of  James  Cessna,  who 
was  a prosperous  farmer  in  Bedford  County, 
where  he  and  his  wife,  whose  family  name  was 
Ly  singer,  continued  to  reside  until  their 
deaths.  They  became  the  parents  of  seven 
children — John  J.,  Charles,  Alexander,  William, 
Polly,  Susan  and  Margaret.  Alexander  Cessna 
came  to  Cadiz,  Ohio,  In  the  *50s  and  engaged 
In  the  work  of  his  trade,  that  of  tailor,  but  In 
1884  he  removed  to  California.  John  J.  Cessna, 
father  of  William  S.,  was  for  a long  period  a 
tailor  at  Bedford,  Pennsylvania,  and  later  en- 
gaged in  the  livery  business  in  that  city.  He 
served  one  term  as  sheriff  of  his  native  county. 
He  and  his  wife  passed  their  entire  lives  in 
Bedford.  Their  children  were  five  in  number 
— John  A..  William  S’.,  James  P.,  Mary  E.  (Mrs. 
William  C.  Dorsey)  and  Frank  P. 

William  S.  Cessna  continued  his  residence  in 
the  old  Keystone  State  until  he  was  eighteen 
years  of  age,  when  he  came  to  Cadiz.  He 
arrived  in  this  village  in  1864,  and  for  a time 
was  employed  as  clerk  in  the  grocery  of  George 
Brothers.  He  then  began  the  study  of  law  un- 
der the  preceptorship  of  William  P.  Lupton, 
and  in  1871  he  was  admitted  to  the  bar.  He 
continued  in  the  practice  of  his  profession  as 
one  of  the  representative  younger  members  of 
the  Harrison  County  Bar  until  1882,  at  which 
time  he  assumed  the  position  of  bookkeeper  In 
the  First  National  Bank  at  Cadiz.  In  1884  he 
was  appointed  assistant  cashier  of  the  institu- 
tion, and  later  he  was  advanced  to  the  office 
of  cashier,  of  which  executive  office  he  con- 
tinued the  efficient  and  popular  Incumbent  until 
1904,  after  which  he  was  president  of  the  bank 
until  his  retirement  in  1911.  He  has  at  all 
times  taken  vital  and  loyal  interest  In  all  mat- 
ters pertaining  to  the  welfare  of  his  home  vil- 
lage and  county.  He  Is  a democrat  in  politics, 
and  served  two  terms  as  mayor  of  Cadiz.  He 
is  affiliated  with  the  Masonic  fraternity,  and  he 
and  his  wife  hold  membership  In  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church. 

On  the  16th  of  May,  1878,  was  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  Mr.  Cessna  to  Miss  Laura 
McBean,  a daughter  of  Dr.  John  and  Belinda 
(Johnson)  McBean.  the  former  a native  of 
Scotland  and  the  latter  of  Harrison  County, 
Ohio,  where  her  parents  were  pioneer  settlers 
upon  coming  from  Pennsylvania.  Dr.  John 
McBean  was  a boy  at  the  time  of  his  parents* 
death  and  thereafter  was  taken  into  the  home 
of  an  uncle  who  was  residing  in  the  West  India 
Islands.  Thence  he  finally  came  to  the  United 
States  and  established  his  residence  in  Ohio. 
He  was  a man  of  fine  scholarship,  and  for  a 
number  of  years  was  a teacher  of  Latin  and 
Greek.  He  then  prepared  himself  for  the  medi- 
cal profession,  and  for  half  a century  was  en- 
gaged in  the  practice  of  his  profession  at  Cadiz. 
He  was  one  of  the  best-known  and  most  highly 
honored  citizens  of  Harrison  County  at  the 
time  of  his  death,  January  7,  1875.  His  widow 
survived  him  by  several  years.  They  became 
the  parents  of  three  sons  and  seven  daughters. 
Doctor  McBean  was  first  a whig  and  later  a 
republican  in  politics,  and  under  the  old  judi- 
cial system  of  Ohio  he  served  for  a time  on  the 


bench  of  the  County  Court  of  Harrison  County. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cessna  have  but  one  child,  Frank 
J.,  who  maintains  his  residence  at  Cadiz,  where 
he  was  born  and  reared.  He  married  Miss 
Florence  V.  Martin,  and  they  have  three  chil- 
dren—William  M.,  Julia  and  Philip.  ' 

Ageb  Family.  The  Ager  family  of  Harrison 
County  is  of  Irish  descent.  The  earliest  known 
ancestor  was  James  Ager,  who  lived  in  County 
Tyrone,  Ireland,  during  the  latter  half  of  the 
eighteenth  century.  He  was  a farmer  and  land 
owner. 

His  son  William  Ager  immigrated  to  this 
country  In  1811,  locating  first  in  Virginia,  where 
he  married  Elizabeth  McFadden.  Soon  after- 
wards they  removed  to  Montgomery  County, 
Ohio,  and  later  to  Clark  County,  Ohio,  where 
William  Ager  died  in  1831. 

Alexander  Ager,  a son  of  William,  and  father 
of  the  Agers  born  in  Harrison  County,  was  born 
in  Montgomery  County,  Ohio,  in  1821  and  died 
at  New  Rumley  in  1898.  He  attended  New 
Hagerstown  Academy,  taught  district  school  for 
a time,  and  was  talented  as  a musician  and  In 
early  life  taught  that  art.  His  real  trade  and 
occupation,  however,  was  that  of  gunsmith,  a 
work  in  which  he  excelled.  Many  rifles  of  his 
make  are  still  in  use.  A few  days  before  the 
capture  of  Morgan’s  raiders  near  Salem,  Ohio, 
he  and  some  neighbors  started  out  with  their 
squirrel  rifles  to  assist  in  the  capture.  In  the 
early  *40s  John  J.  Ager,  a brother  of  Alexander, 
and  a physician,  performed  the  operation  of 
trephining  and  replaced  the  lost  bone  with  a 
silver  plate  fashioned  by  himself,  thus  saving 
the  life  of  a boy  whose  skull  had  been  frac- 
tured by  the  kick  of  a horse.  This  was  an 
unusual  operation  for  a country  physician  at 
that  time. 

In  1850  Alexander  Ager  married  Susan 
Bishop,  daughter  of  John  and  Naomi  Bishop. 
It  was  in  the  beginning  of  the  nineteenth  cen- 
tury that  John  Bishop  with  his  father,  mother 
and  family  removed  from  Pennsylvania  to  what 
is  now  German  Township.  He  was  bom  in 
1795  and  died  in  1891.  John  Bishop  was  a 
blacksmith  and  farmer.  His  wife  was  the 
daughter  of  Joshua  and  Catherine  (Haun) 
Martin  and  a granddaughter  of  John  and 
(Polly)  Mary  Stokes  Haun.  John  Haun  was 
a soldier  in  the  Revolutionary  war,  having  lived 
prior  to  that  struggle  in  Washington  County, 
Maryland,  but  enlisted  in  Virginia  and  was  in 
a number  of  battles,  having  been  severely 
wounded  in  the  battle  of  Brandywine.  Soon 
after  the  war  he  and  his  family  settled  near 
Germano.  He  is  buried  in  Zion  Cemetery  near 
that  place.  Evidently  John  Bishop  and  wife 
were  not  believers  in  race  suicide,  for  to  them 
were  bom  fourteen  children,  three  sons  and 
eleven  daughters,  all  of  whom  reached  the  age 
of  manhood  and  womanhood.  Two  of  these 
children  were  living  at  the  beginning  of  1920: 
One,  Vernelia  Bishop-Couch,  at  New  Rumley. 
Ohio,  and  the  other,  Bathia  Bishop  Badger,  at 
Unionport,  Ohio.  A son  of  John  Bishop,  Dr. 
Hiram  Bishop,  was  a surgeon  in  the  Civil  war. 
His  son  and  grandson  are  physicians,  the  son 
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practicing  in  Columbus  and  the  grandson  in 
Vinton  County,  Ohio. 

Alexander  Ager  and  wife  have  six  living  chil- 
dren, the  oldest  son  being  John  William  Ager, 
whose  career  as  a prosperous  farmer  of  Rum- 
ley  Township  is  reviewed  elsewhere. 

Another  son  is  Alexander  Scott  Ager,  who 
was  bom  at  New  Rumley  October  21,  1867, 
was  educated  in  the  district  schools  and  Hope- 
dale  College,  and  graduated  with  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Dental  Surgery  from  the  Ohio  Col- 
lege of  Dental  Surgery  at  Cincinnati  in  March, 
1892.  He  had  previously  taught  district  school 
for  three  years,  but  for  upwards  of  thirty  years 
has  been  actively  engaged  in  dental  practice, 
beginning  at  New  Philadelphia  in  May,  1892. 
After  a year  he  bought  the  office  of  Dr.  J.  E. 
Barricklow,  and  was  in  partnership  with  Dr. 
W.  W.  Richardson  until  1909  and  since  then 
has  practiced  alone.  He  is  a member  of  the 
Tuscarawas  County  Dental  Society,  the  Ohio 
State  Society  and  the  National  Dental  Associa- 
tion, is  a director  of  the  Tuscarawas  Building 
and  Loan  Company,  a republican,  and  Is  affili- 
ated with  the  Elks  and  Masons  and  is  a mem- 
ber of  the  United  Brethren  Church  at  New 
Rumley.  February  12,  1907,  at  Akron,  Ohio, 
Doctor  Ager  married  Lida  Stiffler,.  daughter 
of  George  F.  Stiffler. 

John  William  Ageb.  An  industrious  and 
well-to-do  agriculturist  of  Harrison  County, 
-John  William  Ager,  of  Rumley  Township,  is 
.proprietor  of  a fine  homestead,  which  in  regard 
to  its  appointments  compares  favorably  with 
any  in  the  locality.  The  neat  and  orderly  ap- 
rpearance  of  his  property  manifest  to  the  most 
♦casual  observer  the  thrift  and  care  of  the  owner, 
and  dbow  conclusive  evidence  that  he  has  a 
thorough  understanding  of  the  business  in 
which  he  is  engaged  A native  of  Harrison 
County,  he  was  bora  June  25,  1855,  in  the  Vil- 
lage of  New  Rumley.  His  father,  Alexander 
Ager,  was  born  near  Springfield,  Ohio,  but  for 
many  years  was  a resident  of  New  Rumley. 
He  married  Susan  Bishop,  who  was  born  in 
German  Township,  Harrison  County,  a daugh- 
ter of  John  Bishop. 

John  W.  Ager  was  educated  in  the  district 
schools  of  Rumley  Township,  and  as  a young 
man  worked  as  a day  laborer.  Industrious  and 
thrifty,  he  accumulated  some  money,  and  subse- 
quently bought  a saw  mill,  which  he  operated 
successfully  for  a number  of  seasons.  In  May, 
1897,  he  assumed  possession  of  his  present  farm 
In  Rumley  Township,  and  in  its  management 
has  shown  excellent  judgment  and  wisdom,  be- 
ing known  as  one  of  the  most  able  farmers  and 
• stock  growers  of  the  vicinity.  The  improve- 
ments that  he  has  made  on  the  place  are  of  an 
excellent  character,  the  buildings,  all  of  which 
he  erected,  being  both  comfortable  and  con- 
veniently arranged. 

Mr.  Ager  married,  December  16,  1880,  Maria 
Myers,  who  was  bora  In  Jefferson  County,  Ohio, 
a daughter  of  Samuel  Myers,  a native  of  Mead- 
ville,  Pennsylvania.  Left  fatherless  when 
young,  Mr.  Myers  was  brought  up  in  the  family 
of  Jacob  Leas  in  Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  where 
he  began  life  for  himself  as  a tiller  of  the 


soil.  Coming  from  there  to  Harrison  County 
in  1859,  he  located  in  German  Township,  and 
was  there  a resident  until  his  death,  in  March, 
1910.  Mr.  Myers  married  Lydia  Lichtenwalter, 
who  was  born  in  Stark  County,  Ohio,  and  to 
them  two  children  were  bom,  as  follows : Maria, 
now  Mrs.  Ager;  and  Sarah  Ann,  wife  of  Homer 
Anderson,  of  Stark  County,  Ohio. 

Three  children  have  blessed  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ager,  namely:  Florence  A.,  who 
married  Charles  Markley,  has  one  child,  Gladys, 
wife  of  Samuel  Kimmel ; G.  Earl,  a resident  of 
Stark  County,  married  Blanche  Morrow,  aud 
they  have  one  child,  Ethel ; and  Harry  Albert, 
living  on  his  father’s  farm,  married  Dora  Baker, 
and  they  have  three  children,  Charles  William, 
Kenneth  Earl  and  Ralph  D.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Ager  are  faithful  members  of  the  Brethren 
Church  of  New  Rumley,  in  which  he  has  served 
as  chorister  for  the  past  forty  years,  and  in 
which  his  daughter  Florence  has  been  organist 
since  twelve  years  of  age.  Mr.  Ager  takes  much 
interest  in  public  matters,  and  for  three  years 
was  supervisor  of  the  roads  of  Rumley  Town- 
ship. 

George  W.  Beall.  In  making  this  publica- 
tion authoritative  and  comprehensive  it  has 
been  found  both  consistent  and  imperative  to 
avoid  repetition  of  family  records  In  the  various 
personal  sketches  here  appearing,  and  in  con- 
nection with  this  representative  farmer  of  Not- 
tingham Township  reference  may  be  made  to 
the  adequate  family  data  appearing  on  other 
pages,  in  the  personal  sketch  of  his  brother 
Frank  M. 

George  W.  Beall  was  bom  on  the  farm  which 
is  the  stage  of  his  present  effective  enterprise 
as  an  agriculturist  and  stock-grower  in  Notting- 
ham Township,  Harrison  County,  and  the  date 
of  his  nativity  was  July  22,  1884.  His  father, 
John  B.  Beall,  gained  secure  prestige  as  one  of 
the  substantial  farmers  and  influential  citizens 
of  this  township.  Mr.  Beall  found  in  the  dis- 
trict schools  of  his  native  township  the  privi- 
leges which  enabled  him  to  acquire  the  basic 
education  that  has  been  amplified  in  later  as- 
sociation with  the  practical  affairs  of  life,  and 
he  has  resided  continuously  on  the  old  home 
farm,  of  which  he  has  had  the  Independent 
management  since  the  autumn  of  1917.  He  is 
a member  of  the  school  board  of  the  township, 
is  a republican  in  politics,  and  he  and  his  wife 
hold  membership  in  the  Bethel  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church. 

May  22,  1918,  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Beall  to  Miss  Ella  M.  Carrothers,  who  was  born 
and  reared  in  Harrison  County  and  who  is  a 
daughter  of  Crawford  and  Mary  Belle  (Dicker- 
son)  Carrothers.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Beall  have  a 
fine  little  son,  Francis  Wayne,  who  was  born 
April  10,  1919. 

Thomas  Ray  Brokaw.  It  was  January  14, 
1879,  that  Thomas  Ray  Brokaw  was  born  in 
Athens  Township,  Harrison  County.  His  fa- 
ther, John  M.  Brokaw,  was  born  August  4, 
1842,  In  Wheeling  Township,  Belmont  County. 
The  grandfather,  George  Brokaw,  was  born  in 
February,  1813,  in  Athens  Township,  Harrison

County.  The  grandmother,  Jane  McKibben,  was 
born  in  October,  1813,  in  the  same  community. 
She  was  a daughter  of  John  McKibben,  who 
was  a pioneer  in  Harrison  County.  His  chil- 
dren were:  Mathew,  Thomas,  John,  Elizabeth, 
Mary,  Sarah,  Nancy,  Jane  and  Martha. 

The  great-grandfather,  George  Brokaw,  was 
born  in  New  Jersey  and  his  wife  was  Mary 
McCullough.  The  great-great-grandfather,  George 
Brokaw,  was  one  of  two  brothers  who  left  Ger- 
many because  of  religious  and  military  condi- 
tions, and  comidg  to  the  United  States  they 
were  pioneers  in  the  new  country.  When  George 
Brokaw,  the  German  immigrant,  first  came  to 
Harrison  County  he  located  his  sons  on  Govern- 
ment land,  and  he  later  built  the  first  frame 
house  in  Harrison  County.  He  attained  to  the 
ripe  old  age  of  ninety-six.  He  spent  his  first 
year  in  a tent  after  locating  in  Cadiz  Town- 
ship, and  he  was  a Harrison  County  soldier  in 
the  second  war  with  England. 

The  children  of  this  soldier  of  1812  were: 
William,  George,  Jacob,  Abraham,  Isaac,  John, 
Benjamin,  Sarah,  Martha,  Mary  and  Isabelle. 
Great-great-grandfather  George  Brokaw  helped 
build  Crab  Apple  Presbyterian  Church.  He 
died  in  1878,  in  his  ninety-seventh  year.  As  a 
♦young  man  Grandfather  George  Brokaw  located 
in  Wheeling  Township,  Belmont  County,  and  he 
died  there  March  25,  1892. 

In  the  next  generation  of  Brokaws  are  the 
following  children:  Thomas,  George,  who  died 
in  childhood,  and  John  M.  Brokaw,  the  father 
of  Thomas  Ray  Brokaw.  In  1870  J.  M.  Brokaw 
married  Elizabeth  Henderson,  a daughter  of 
James  C.  Henderson.  In  the  previous  year  he 
had  bought  the  farm  in  Athens  Township 
where  the  son  T.  R.  Brokaw  now  resides,  and 
there  is  where  he  established  his  household. 
He  improved  the  farm  and  lived  there  until 
1892,  when  he  returned  to  the  old  home  in 
Wheeling  Township,  Belmont  County,  to  care 
for  his  mother  in  her  declining  years.  She  died 
In  1896,  and  he  returned  to  Athens  Township 
and  lived  on  the  farm  again  until  1898,  when 
he  located  in  Saint  Clairsville,  Ohio.  There 
were  six  children  born  to  John  M.  Brokaw,  but 
James.  George  and  Anna  are  dead,  and  their 
mother  died  October  8,  1918.  Those  living  to- 
day are  Jane,  Thomas  Ray  and  William  C.,  the 
latter  a Jeweler  in  Saint  Clairsville.  He  and 
his  sister  Jane  live  with  their  father. 

Thomas  Ray  Brokaw  was  educated  in  public 
school  and  went  to  the  Wheeling  Business  Col- 
lege. For  two  yea  re  he  worked  in  Wheeling, 
then  went  to  Old  Philadelphia,  where  he  re- 
mained twelve  years.  He  was  a watchmaker 
there.  For  ten  years  he  was  a Jeweler  in  Saint 
Clairsville.  In  1912  he  returned  to  the  farm 
in  Athens  Township,  Harrison  County. 

In  1906  Mr.  Brokaw  married  Helen  Shearer. 
Their  children  are  Virginia,'  Howard  C.  and 
Raymond  E.  The  family  are  members  of  Crab 
Apple  Presbyterian  Church,  as  were  the  Bro- 
kaws of  past  generations  in  Harrison  County. 

Obediah:  R.  K.  Oubant,  who  is  numbered 
among  the  substantial  farmers  of  North  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County,  is  a native  of  this 
county  and  a representative  of  one  of  its  sterl- 


ing pioneer  families,  besides  which  his  paternal 
great-grandfather,  John  Ourant,  was  one  of  the 
earliest  settlers  in  Columbiana  County,  this 
state,  the  maiden  name  of  his  wife  having  been 
Rachel  Hewett,  and  their  four  children  having 
been  Obediah,  Matilda,  Harriet  and  Washington. 

Washington  Ourant,  grandfather  of  him 
whose  name  initiates  this  paragraph,  was  bom 
In  Columbiana  County,  Ohio,  September  15,  1808, 
and  he  was  a mere  boy  at  the  time  of  his 
father’s  death.  He  was  then  taken  into  the 
home  of  an  uncle,  Rudolph  Hines,  and  the  fam- 
ily soon  afterward  came  to  Harrison  County, 
where  Mr.  Ourant  was  reared  to  adult  age.  At 
Moorefleld,  this  county,  when  a lad  of  fourteen 
years,  Washington  Ourant  entered  upon  an  ap- 
prenticeship to  the  trade  of  hatter  under  the 
direction  of  William  Kennedy.  He  later  sev- 
ered this  association,  and  he  completed  his 
trade  under  the  supervision  of  another  hatter, 
George  Kinsey,  with  whom  he  remained  until 
his  marriage,  January  22,  1830,  to  Miss  Mary 
Martin,  who  was  born  April  5,  1808,  a daughter 
of  Arthur  Martin.  After  his  marriage  Wash- 
ington Ourant  continued  working  at  his  trade 
in  the  Village  of  Moorefleld  for  some  time,  and 
he  then  purchased  a diminutive  tract  of  land 
in  Nottingham  Township.  He  later  acquired 
other  tracts  in  that  and  Stock  Townships,  and 
he  was  one  of  the  substantial  landholders  and 
successful  farmers  in  Nottingham  Township  at 
the  time  of  his  death,  September  13,  1884.  His 
political  allegiance  was  given  to  the  republican 
party  from  the  time  of  its  organization,  and 
his  religious  faith  was  that  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  of  which  both  his  first  and 
his  second  wives  likewise  were  members.  Mrs. 
Mary  (Martin)  Ourant  passed  to  eternal  rest 
on  the  20th  of  March,  1866,  their  children  hav- 
ing been  eight  in  number:  John  M.,  James  K., 
Eliza  A.,  William  G.,  George  W.,  Enos  B. 
Joseph  R.  T.  and  Mary  M.  For  his  second 
wife  Washington  Ourant  married  Miss  Ann 
Horn,  who  was  born  March  21,  1813,  and  who 
survived  him  by  several  years. 

John  M.  Ourant,  son  of  Washington  and 
Mary  (Martin)  Ourant  was  born  in  Notting- 
ham Township.  Harrison  County,  on  the  27th  of 
June,  1831,  and  he  was  reared  to  manhood  on 
his  father’s  farm,  his  educational  advantages 
having  been  those  of  the  common  schools  of 
the  locality  and  period.  He  remained  after  his 
marriage  on  the  old  home  farm  until  1854, 
when  he  removed  to  Wyandot  County,  which 
was  the  stage  of  his  farm  enterprise  until  1859, 
when  he  engaged  in  the  same  vocation  in  Tus- 
carawas County.  Later  he  was  for  a time 
similarly  engaged  in  Crawford  County,  but  in 
1881  he  returned  to  the  old  homestead  In  Not- 
tingham Township,  Harrison  County,  where  he 
remained  until  his  death,  in  1903,  his  wife  hav- 
ing died  previously.  He  was  a man  of  strong 
personality,  well  informed  and  of  sterling  at- 
tributes of  character.  He  never  sought  public 
office  but  gave  loyal  and  intelligent  allegiance 
to  the  republican  party. 

April  18,  1852,  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Ourant  to  Miss  Harriet  Kennedy,  who  was  bom 
in  Tuscarawas  County,  Ohio,  on  the  1st  of  June, 
1834,  a daughter  of  John  L.  and  Matilda 
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(Ourant)  Kennedy.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ourant  be- 
came the  parents  of  nine  children:  Alexander 
Kinsey  was  born  July  8,  1853,  and  died  June 
29,  1867 ; George  W.  was  born  May  2,  1866,  and 
resides  in  Nottingham  Township ; Mary  M.,  born 
March  16,  1858,  became  the  wife  of  William 
H.  Dunlap,  and  they  reside  in  Moorefleld  Town- 
ship; Charlotte  Ella  was  born  February  14, 
1861,  and  is  the  wife  of  John  W.  Jackson,  of 
Nottingham  Township;  Citizens  J.  K.  was  born 
September  2,  1862,  and  died  November  4,  1864; 
Rachel  J.  was  born  August  4,  1864,  and  died 
October  9,  1865;  Hattie  O.  was  born  May  17, 
1866,  and  died  June  19,  1885;  Obediah  R.  K., 
immediate  subject  of  this  review,  was  born 
July  4,  1868;  and  Angeline  V.,  who  was  born 
August  16,  1873,  is  the  wife  of  Thomas  Adams, 
now  residing  in  Nottingham  Township. 

Obediah  R.  K.  Durant  is  indebted  to  the  dis- 
trict schools  of  his  native  county  for  his  early 
educational  discipline,  and  he  continued  to  be 
associated  with  his  father  in  farm  enterprise 
until  his  marriage  in  1891.  He  then  began  in- 
dependent operations  as  a farmer  in  Notting- 
ham Township,  where  he  remained  until  1904, 
and  then  established  his  residence  in  the  Village 
of  Stio,  where  he  remained  six  years.  For  the 
ensuing  seven  years  he  was  a farmer  in  Monroe 
Township,  • and  in  March,  1918,  he  located  on 
his  present  farm  in  North  Township.  Here  he 
is  the  owner  of  seventy-four  acres  of  fertile 
a-nd  productive  land,  the  farm  being  equipped 
with  good  buildings  and  other  improvements, 
and  being  given  over  to  well  directed  agricul- 
tural and  live-stock  industry. 

In  October.  1891,  Mr.  Ourant  wedded  Miss 
Linnie  B.  Milliken.  daughter  of  William  and 
Sarah  (Hines)  Milliken,  of  Harrison  County, 
and  she  was  summoned  to  the  life  eternal  in 
the  month  of  February,  1900,  being  survived 
by  two  sons,  Harry  W.  and  Lyle  K.,  both  of 
whom  were  in  service  in  the  World  war,  as 
will  be  noted  in  appending  paragraphs.  Harry 
W.  married  Miss  Freda  Ferber  and  they  now 
reside  in  the  City  of  Gary  Indiana.  Lyde  K. 
is  at  the  paternal  home  at  the  time  of  this 
writing,  in  1920.  In  1902  Mr.  Ourant  con- 
tracted a second  marriage,  when  Miss  Alice 
Stonecker  became  his  wife,  she  being  the  daugh- 
ter of  Abraham  Stonecker.  No  children  have 
been  born  of  this  union. 

Harry  W.  Ourant  enlisted  in  the  United 
States  Marine  Corps  In  July,  1917,  and  con- 
tinued in  service  until  August,  1919,  when  he 
received  his  honorable  discharge.  In  January, 
1918,  he  went  with  his  command  to  France, 
where  he  participated  in  much  of  the  heavy 
conflict  which  brought  honor  to  the  American 
Marines.  On  the  18th  of  July.  1918.  he  was 
wounded  In  the  left  shoulder,  but  he  was  not 
long  Incapacitated.  He  took  part  in  four  of 
the  important  offensive  movements  of  the 
allied  forces,  and  after  the  signing  of  the  armis- 
tice he  was  with  the  allied  Army  of  Occupa- 
tion in  Germany. 

Lyle  K.  Ourant  entered  service  in  April,  1918, 
and.  at  Camp  Sherman,  Ohio,  was  assigned  to 
the  Three  Hundred  and  Eighth  Engineers,  with 
which  command  he  sailed  for  France  on  the  3d 
of  June  of  that  year.  He  was  in  active  service 


In  France  and  also  with  the  occupying  allied 
forces  in  Germany,  and  he  returned  home  in 
July,  1919,  duly  receiving  his  honorable  dis- 
charge at  Camp  Sherman. 

John  B.  McClain  resides  upon  the  old  home- 
stead farm  which  was  the  place  of  his  birth  in 
North  Township,  Harrison  County,  and  is  a 
scion  of  an  honored  pioneer  family  of  this 
county,  adequate  data  concerning  his  parents 
and  the  family  history  being  given  in  the  per- 
sonal sketch  of  his  older  and  only  living 
brother,  Charles  S.,  on  other  pages  of  this  vol- 
ume, so  that  a repetition  of  the  record  is  not 
here  demanded,  inasmuch  as  the  index  makes 
reference  to  the  sketch  of  the  brother  a matter 
of  facility. 

Mr.  McClain  was  born  May  24,  1871.  He 
gained  his  youthful  education  in  the  public 
schools  of  North  Township,  attended  University 
of  Ohio  at  Athens  for  two  terms,  and  was  grad- 
uated from  Muskingum  College.  He  has  sup- 
plemented this  discipline  by  private  study  and 
by  wide  reading  of  the  best  in  literature.  The 
old  home  place  has  been  the  stage  of  his  activi- 
ties from  his  boyhood  to  the  present  time,  and 
here  he  is  progressive  in  the  management  of 
the  fine  farm,  which  comprises  117  acres, — a 
property  of  which  he  became  the  owner  upon 
the  death  of  his  parents,  to  whom  he  accorded 
the  deepest  filial  solicitude  during  the  closing 
years  of  their  lives.  Mr.  CcClain  is  a bachelor 
and  maintains  a hospitable  bachelor’s  hall  at 
the  attractive  old  home,  which  is  endeared  to 
him  by  many  gracious  memories  and  associa- 
tions. 

Nathan  M.  Wallace  has  given  a full  quarter 
of  a century  to  effective  service  as  a sturdy 
blacksmith  in  Nottingham  Township,  where  he 
erected  his  present  well  equipped  blacksmith 
shop  in  the  year  1914,  and  where  the  scope 
and  character  of  his  trade  patronage  attest 
alike  his  skill  as  an  artisan  and  his  personal 
popularity  in  his  native  township.  He  was 
born  in  Nottingham  Township  on  the  30th  of 
May,  1866,  and  is  a son  of  William  H.  and 
Ruth  Anna  (Miller)  Wallace,  the  former  of 
whom  was  born  near  Steubenville,  Jefferson 
County,  this  state,  April  27,  1841,  and  the 
latter  was  born  in  Washington  Township, 
Harrison  County,  on  the  12th  of  October,  1840, 
a daughter  of  Nathan  and  Amy  (Jones)  Miller. 
As  a young  man  Nathan  Miller  worked  as  a 
millwright  in  Washington  Township,  where 
later  he  became  a successful  farmer,  besides 
following  the  trade  of  shoemaker.  He  was  a 
birthright  member  of  the  Society  of  Friends. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Miller  continued  their  residence 
in  Washington  Township  until  their  deaths. 
They  became  the  parents  of  five  children — Ruth 
Anna.  Jason,  John  N.;  Ardena,  Jane  and 
Alwilda. 

William  II.  Wallace  was  a son  of  Mark  and 
Margaret  (Robinson)  Wallace,,  both  natives  of 
Ireland,  where  their  marriage  was  solemnized 
and  whence  they  immigrated  to  America  within 
a year  thereafter.  Mr.  Wallace  was  born  No- 
vember 23,  1806,  and  his  lineage  traces  back 
to  staunch  Scotch  origin,  as  the  name  implies. 
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Within  a short  time  after  their  arrival  in  the 
United  States  Mark  Wallace  and  his  wife  es- 
tablished their  residence  in  Jefferson  County, 
Ohio,  whence  they  later  came  to  Harrison 
County  and  located  in  Moorefield  Township, 
where  he  engaged  in  farming  and  also  did  a 
prosperous  business  in  the  operating  of  a huck- 
ster’s wagon.  Mr.  Wallace  died  on  the  3d  of 
November,  1862,  and  his  widow  passed  to  the 
life  eternal  on  the  21st  of  February,  1886,  both 
having  been  devout  and  zealous  members  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  They  became 
the  parents  of  five  children,  whose  names  and 
dates  of  birth  are  here  recorded:  William  H., 
April  27,  1841;  John  W.,  June  6,  1843;  Mary  J., 
September  16,  1845;  Thomas  R.,  February  24, 
1848;  Leander  M.,  September  7,  1852  (died  July 
11,  1905).  William  H.  Wallace  was  reared  and 
educated  in  Nottingham  Township,  and  there 
he  became  a prosperous  farmer.  He  continued 
his  residence  in  that  township  until  his  death, 
on  the  13th  of  November,  1895,  and  his  widow 
passed  away  on  the  23d  of  November,  1907,  at 
a venerable  age.  Mr.  Wallace  held  member- 
ship in  the  Presbyterian  Church  and  his  wife 
was  a member  of  the  Disciples  or  Christian 
Church.  Their  marriage  was  solemnized  in 
June,  1865,  and  they  became  the  parents  of 
three  children : Nathan  M.,  the  immediate  sub- 
ject of  this  review;  Miss  Amy,  who  married 
Harvey  Forsythe  and  resides  in  North  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County;  and  Ella  M.,  the  wife 
of  Emanuel  Mallernee,  of  Cadiz  Township*,  their 
children  being  five  in  number — Eva  E.,  Herbert 
E.,  Paul  R.,  Rusk  and  Carl. 

Nathan  M.  Wallace  profited  duly  by  the 
scholastic  advantages  afforded  in  the  district 
schools  of  his  native  township,  and  there  he 
continued  his  association  with  farm  industry 
until  he  was  twenty-nine  years  of  age.  since 
which  time  he  has  here  maintained  a shop  and 
worked  successfully  at  his  trade,  that  of  black- 
smith. He  is  a republican  In  politics,  is  affili- 
ated with  the  Loyal  Order  of  Moose,  and  is  a 
member  of  the  Christian  Church  at  Minksville, 
as  was  also  his  wife. 

. In  1887  Mr.  Wallace  was  united  in  marriage 
to  Miss  Elizabeth  E.  Mallernee,  daughter  of 
Lewis  and  Lovina  (McFadden)  Mallernee,  of 
Harrison  County,  and  she  was  twenty-nine  years 
of  dge  at  the  time  of  her  death.  Her  only 
child,  Ada  Ethel,  is  the  wife  of  John  H.  Cope, 
of  Nottingham  Township. 

Ross  M.  Hawthorn  Is  another  of  the  native 
sons  of  Harrison  County  who  is  giving  vigor- 
ous and  effective  impetus  to  farm  industry  in 
this  county,  and  since  May.  1911,  he  has  staged 
his  activities  on  his  present  excellent  farm  of 
130  acres  in  Short  Creek  Township.  He  was 
born  in  this  township  December  17,  1868.  and 
is  the  eldest  in  a family  of  three  children,  his 
next  younger  brother  being  Reed  I..  now  a 
resident  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  near  South 
Bend,  and  the  youngest  of  the  three  being 
William  Boyd  Hawthorn,  who  is  individually 
represented  on  other  pages  of  this  work. 

Mr.  Hawthorn  Is  a son  of  James  Lemmon 
and  Jennie  (McLaughlin)  Hawthorn,  whose 
marriage  was  solemnized  on  the  18th  of  Octo- 


ber, 1866,  and  who  now  reside  at  Harrisville, 
this  county,  where  the  father  is  living  retired. 
The  mother  is  a representative  of  a pioneer 
family  of  which  due  record  is  given  in  this 
publication. 

James  L.  Hawthorn  was  born  in  Mount  Pleas- 
ant Township  Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  May  14, 
1844,  was  there  reared  and  educated  and  there 
learned  in  his  youth  the  trade  of  blacksmith. 
During  the  early  years  of  the  Civil  war  he  was 
a Government  blacksmith,  stationed  at  Nash- 
ville. In  the  winter  of  1862  he  engaged  In 
the  work  of  his  trade  at  Harrisville,  Harrison 
County,  where  he  continued  as  the  sturdy  and 
honored  village  blacksmith  until  1900,  when  he 
purchased  and  removed  to  a farm  adjoining 
that  village.  He  continued  the  management 
of  the  farm  until  1908,  when  he  sold  the  prop- 
erty and  returned  to  Harrisville,  where  he  has 
since  lived  retired.  He  is  a son  of  William 
and  Mary  (Lemmon)  Hawthorn,  the  former  of 
whom  was  bom  in  Mount  Pleasant  Township, 
Jefferson  County,  in  March,  1817.  His  death 
occurred  in  1896.  His  wife  was  born  in  1822 
in  Harrison  County  and  is  also  deceased.  She 
was  a daughter  of  Griffith  Lemmon,  who  was  a 
native  of  Ireland  and  a sterling  pioneer  settler 
In  Harrison  County.  William  nawthom  was  a 
son  of  John  Hawthorn,  who  was  born  on  the 
vessel  on  which  his  parents  took  passage  in 
immigrating  from  Ireland  to  America,  and  he 
became  an  early  settler  in  Jefferson  County, 
Ohio,  where  he  passed  the  residue  of  his  life. 
William  Hawthorn  learned  in  his  youth  the 
courier’s  trade,  but  the  greater  part  of  his  active 
life  was  given  to  farm  enterprise.  Both  he 
and  his  wife  were  zealous  members  of  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church.  They  became  the 
parents  of  four  children — Martha.  James,  Alex- 
ander and  Sheridan. 

Ross  M.  Hawthorn  is  indebted  to  the  public 
schools  of  Harrisville  for  his  early  educational 
discipline,  and  as  a young  man  he  engaged  In 
farming  in  Jefferson  County.  He  continued  his 
activities  in  this  line  six  years,  and  for  two 
years  thereafter  was  engaged  in  the  lumber 
business  at  Adena,  that  county.  In  1902  he 
returned  to  Harrisville,  where  he  maintained 
his  home  until  1911  and  where  he  gave  the 
most  of  his  time  during  this  period  to  the  lum- 
ber business.  In  May,  1911,  as  previously 
noted,  he  removed  to  his  present  farm,  where 
he  has  since  continued  his  activities  as  one  of 
the  progressive  and  successful  agriculturists  and 
stock-growers  of  his  native  township  and 
county.  He  is  a republican  In  politics  and  he 
and  his  wife  and  son  hold  membership  in  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church  at  Harrisville. 

April  29,  1891,  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Hawthorn  to  Miss  Elizabeth  L.  Simpson,  daugh- 
ter of  Edward  and  Catherine  Simpson,  of  Har- 
rison County,  and  she  was  summoned  to  the  life 
eternal  on  the  26th  of  March,  1907,  a devoted 
member  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church. 
Ralph  S..  the  only  child  of  this  union,  is  asso- 
ciated with  his  father  in  the  work  and  manage- 
ment of  the  home  farm.  In  December,  1910. 
was  solemnized  the  marriage  of  Mr.  Hawthorn 
to  Miss  Jennie  Shields,  daughter  of  Joseph 
Shields,  of  whom  more  specific  record  is  given 
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on  other  pages,  in  the  sketch  of  his  son  Milton 
M.  Mrs.  Hawthorn  is  a member  of  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Harrisville. 

George  L.  Poulson  exemplifies  a full  meas- 
ure of  sponsorship  for  constructive  enterprise 
In  connection  with  agricultural  and  dairy  enter- 
prise in  North  Township,  Harrison  County, 
where  he  is  the  owner  of  an  excellent  farm  of 
170  acres.  He  was  born  in  Wayne  Township, 
Belmont  County,  Ohio,  on  the  28th  of  August, 
1871,  and  is  a son  of  John  W.  and  Mary  M. 
(Davis)  Poulson,  the  former  of  whom  likewise 
was  born  in  Belmont  County,  and  the  latter  was 
born  in  Bedford  County,  Pennsylvania,  a daugh- 
ter of  George  Davis,  who  was  a prosperous 
farmer  in  that  county.  John  W.  Poulson  was 
reared  and  educated  in  Belmont  County  and 
is  a representative  of  an  honored  pioneer  family 
of  that  section  of  the  Buckeye  State.  In  that 
county  were  born  his  parents,  Mortimer  and 
Olivia  (McFadden)  Poulson,  who  there  passed 
their  entire  lives,  the  father  having  devoted  his 
active  career  to  farm  industry  and  he  and  his 
wife  having  been  earnest  members  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  They  became  the 
parents  of  five  children — George  W.,  Franklin, 
John  William,  Margaret  and  Hannah. 

John  William  Poulson  was  reared  and  edu- 
cated In  his  native  county,  as  previously  stated, 
and  there  he  became  not  only  a successful 
farmer  in  Wayne  Township  but  also  gave  effec- 
tive service  as  a local  preacher  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church.  About  the  year  1914  he  and 
his  wife  removed  to  the  State  of  Arkansas, 
where  he  Is  now  engaged  in  farming  near 
Wheeling,  besides  continuing  his  earnest  church 
service,  both  he  and  his  wife  being  specially 
zealous  in  the  activities  of  the  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church.  They  became  the  parents  of 
nine  children : Josephine  is  the  wife  of  William 
F.  Clark  and  they  reside  in  the  State  of  Mis- 
souri; George  L.,  of  this  review,  was  the  next 
in  order  of  birth;  Charles  R.  is  a clergyman  of 
the  Methodist  Church  and  at  the  time  of  this 
writing  holds  a pastoral  charge  at  West  Salem, 
Wayne  County,  Ohio;  Emma  M.  is  the  widow 
of  Dr.  M.  J.  Skiff  and  lives  at  Northeast,  Ohio; 
Omar  B.  is  a pastor  of  a Methodist  Church  at 
Altoona,  Pennsylvania;  William  Arthur  resides 
at  Canton,  Ohio;  Jennie  Is  the  wife  of  Thomas 
Carpenter,  of  Bellville,  Richland  County,  Ohio; 
Herman  remains  at  the  parental  home;  and 
Mary  died  in  early  childhood. 

George  L.  Poulson  gained  his  early  education 
in  the  district  schools  of  his  native  county  and 
supplemented  this  by  attending  the  high  school 
at  Somerton,  that  county.  He  remained  at  the 
parental  home  in  Belmont  County  until  his 
marriage  in  1895,  and  for  two  years  thereafter 
he  found  employment  on  the  fine  dairy  farm  of 
Dorsey  Brothers  in  Washington  County,  Penn- 
sylvania. For  a time  thereafter  he  was  asso- 
ciated with  the  operation  of  a saw  mill  at 
Loydsville  in  Belmont  County,  Ohio,  and  In  1901 
he  rented  a farm  near  S'cio,  Harrison  County, 
where  he  conducted  a successful  dairy  business 
during  the  ensuing  five  years  in  partnership 
with  his  brother-in-law.  Thomas  S.  Wood,  of 
whom  individual  mention  is  made  on  other 


pages,  their  alliance  in  this  field  of  enterprise 
having  continued  thirteen  years.  In  1906  Mr. 
Poulson  purchased  and  established  his  home 
upon  his  present  farm,  which  he  has  brought 
to  a high  standard  of  productiveness  and  on 
which  he  continues  his  successful  dairy  busi- 
ness, with  the  Village  of  Scio  as  the  principal 
market  for  his  products.  Mr.  Poulson  is  a re- 
publican in  his  political  proclivities,  and  he  and 
his  wife  hold  membership  in  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  at  Hanover,  Ohio. 

November  12,  1895,  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Poulson  to  Miss  Hattie  A.  Wood,  daughter 
of  Mahlon  and  Rebecca  (Turner)  Wood,  of  Bel- 
mont County,  of  whom  more  specific  mention 
is  made  on  other  pages,  in  the  personal  sketch 
of  their  son  Thomas  S.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Poulson 
have  five  children — Clifford  E.,  Grace  Leah, 
Mary,  Dean  Allen  and  Veda.  Clifford  E.  Poul- 
son was  one  of  the  gallant  young  men  who 
represented  Ohio  in  the  nation’s  military  ser- 
vice in  the  late  World  war.  He  entered  the 
service  in  May,  1918,  at  Columbus,  Ohio,  and 
ten  days  later  was  sent  to  Camp  Dix,  where 
he  was  stationed  about  two  weeks.  He  was 
then  sent  to  Lehigh  University,  Pennsylvania, 
to  receive  training  for  service  as  railroad  fire- 
man, and  later  he  received  instruction  in  rifle 
practice  at  Fort  May,  Virginia.  In  September, 
1918,  he  sailed  for  France,  where  he  served  first 
with  the  One  Hundred  and  Sixty-ninth  Engi- 
neers in  the  railway  department  of  military 
activities  and  later  with  the  One  Hundred  and 
Eighteenth  Engineers  at  Le  Mons,  and  he  con- 
tinued in  active  service  until  September,  1919, 
when  he  returned  to  his  native  land  and  shortly 
afterward  received  his  honorable  discharge  at 
Camp  Dix,  when  he  was  not  yet  twenty -one 
years  of  age.  He  is  now  associated  with  the 
activities  of  the  home  farm. 

Joseph  H.  Porter.  Farm  enterprise  in 
Athens  Township,  Harrison  County,  finds  a re- 
sourceful and  progressive  representative  in  the 
person  of  Mr.  Porter,  who  was  born  in  Jeffer- 
son County,  Ohio,  March  2,  1881,  and  who  is 
a scion  of  a pioneer  family  of  the  old  Buckeye 
State.  He  is  a son  of  Nathan  M.  and  Ella  R. 
(Herney)  Porter,  both  likewise  natives  of 
Jefferson  County,  the  former  a son  of  Nathan 
and  Nancy  (Andrews)  Porter,  early  settlers  of 
that  county.  The  paternal  grandfather  of 
Nancy  (Andrews)  Porter  was  an  officer  of  the 
Continental  Line  In  the  War  of  the  Revolution. 

Nathan  M.  Porter  was  reared  and  educated 
in  Jefferson  County  and  there  continued  his 
activities  as  one  of  the  substantial  farmers  of 
Wayne  Township  until  1892,  when  he  came 
with  his  family  to  Harrison  County  and  estab- 
lished his  home  on  the  farm  now  operated  by 
his  elder  son,  the  immediate  subject  of  this 
review.  He  made  numerous  improvements  on 
the  place  after  it  came  into  his  possession,  and 
here  he  remained,  as  one  of  the  highly  esteemed 
citizens  of  the  county,  until  his  death,  which 
occurred  June  14,  1914,  when  he  was  fifty-eight 
years  of  age,  his  widow  now  maintaining  her 
home  in  the  Village  of  New  Athens,  this  county, 
where  she  is  a member  of  the  United  Presby- 
terian Church,  as  was  also  her  husband  during 
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the  entire  period  of  his  residence  in  the  county. 
Of  the  three  children  Joseph  H.,  of  this  review, 
is  the  eldest;  Martha  V.  died  February  2,  1911; 
and  Nathan  Audley  now  resides  in  the  City  of 
Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania. 

Joseph  H.  Porter  acquired  his  rudimentary 
education  iq  the  district  schools  of  Wayne 
Township,  Jefferson  County,  and  later  continued 
his  studies  in  the  district  schools  in  Athens 
Township,  Harrison  County,  he  having  been 
eleven  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  the  family 
removal  to  the  latter  county.  His  higher  edu- 
cation was  gained  through  two  years’  attend- 
ance in  Franklin  College  at  New  Athens  and 
by  his  attending  Valparaiso  University  at  Val- 
paraiso, Indiana,  for  one  year.  In  the  latter 
institution  he  completed  a course  in  telegraphy, 
and  after  thus  becoming  a skilled  operator  he 
entered  in  1904  the  Signal  Corps  of  the  United 
States'Army,  in  which  he  served  two  years  as  a 
telegraph  operator  in  the  Philippine  Islands. 
He  received  his  honorable  discharge  from  Gov- 
ernment service  in  1907  at  San  Francisco,  Cali- 
fornia, and  thereafter  he  was  for  the  major 
part  of  the  time  in  the  telegraphic  service  of 
the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  until  June,  1914. 
After  the  death  of  his  honored  father  he  as- 
sumed active  charge  of  the  home  farm,  which 
comprises  10S  acres  and  is  one  of  the  well  im- 
proved and  valuable  places  of  Athens  Township. 
His  youthful  experience  well  equipped  him  for 
independent  activities  as  an  agriculturist  and 
stock-grower,  and  his  governmental  and  railway 
service  have  further  fortified  him  in  the  success- 
ful handling  of  his  business  affairs.  He  is  one 
of  the  alert  and  progressive  young  farmers  of 
Harrison  County,  and  he  and  his  wife  have 
made  their  attractive  home  a center  of  gracious 
hospitality.  Mr.  Porter  is  a republican  in  po- 
litical allegiance  and  is  affiliated  with  the  lodge 
of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  at 
Cadiz.  His  wife  is  a member  of  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church  at  New  Athens. 

In  1915  Mr.  Porter  was  united  in  marriage 
to  Miss  Nora  Hawthorne,  daughter  of  James 
and  Margaret  (Rogers)  Hawthorne,  of  Colum- 
bus, Ohio,  and  they  have  a fine  little  son,  James 
Nathan,  who  holds  distinct  dominion  in  the 
pleasant  home. 

Mr.  Porter  is  a scion  of  a family  that  was 
founded  in  America  in  the  colonial  days  and 
that  has  given  soldiers  not  only  to  the  War  of 
the  Revolution  but  also  to  the  various  other 
wars  in  which  the  nation  has  been  involved. 

Richard  M.  Adams  Is  a popular  representa- 
tive of  a family  whose  name  has  been  closely 
associated  with  civic  and  Industrial  affairs  in 
Harrison  County  since  the  year  1815,  and  in 
the  personal  sketch  of  his  eldest  brother,  John 
F.,  on  other  pages  of  this  work,  is  given  ample 
record  concerning  the  family  history,  so  that 
repetition  of  the  date  Is  not  here  required, 
even  were  the  prescribed  limitations  of  the  pub- 
lication such  as  to  make  such  indulgence  pos- 
sible in  this  and  many  similar  cases. 

RichartJ.  M.  Adams,  who  is  now  numbered 
among  the  substantial  farmers  of  his  native 
county,  was  born  in  Stock  Township,  this 
county,  August  27,  1853,  and  is  a son  of  the  late 


Perclval  Adams  who  was  long  numbered  among 
the  prosperous  farmers  and  honored  and  in- 
fluential citizens  of  that  township.  The  district 
schools  of  his  native  township  afforded  to  Rich- 
ard M.  Adams  his  early  educational  advantages, 
and  on  the  home  farm  he  gained  thorough  and 
practical  experience  which  has  been  of  inesti- 
mable value  to  him  in  his  independent  enter- 
prise as  an  agriculturist  and  stock-grower.  He 
continued  his  activities  as  a farmer  in  Stock 
Township  until  April,  1889,  when  he  removed 
to  his  present  homestead  farm,  which  comprises 
143  acres  and  about  seventy  acres  of  which  are 
situated  in  Stock  Township,  the  remainder,  on 
which  is  the  family  residence,  being  in  Notting- 
ham Township  and  all  being  in  one  body.  The 
political  allegiance  of  Mr.  Adams  is  given  to 
the  republican  party,  and  he  and  his  wife  hold 
membership  in  the  Asbury  Methodist  Episcopal 
Chapel  in  Cadiz  Township. 

January  10,  1889,  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Adams  to  Miss  Mary  Alma  McCleary,  who 
was  born  and  reared  in  Nottingham  Township, 
and  who  is  a daughter  of  Joseph  and  Margaret 
(Bush)  McCleary,  the  former  of  whom  was  born 
in  1837  and  the  latter  in  1842,  her  father,  John 
Bush,  having  been  an  early  settler  in  Harrison 
County.  Joseph  McCleary  passed  the  greater 
part  of  his  life  in  Harrison  County,  as  he  was 
a child  at  the  time  of  the  family  removal  to 
this  county,  where  his  parents,  James  and  Lydia 
(Rogers)  McCleary,  became  pioneer  settlers. 
Their  other  children  were  David,  Ross,  Ruth 
Ann  and  Louise.  Joseph  McCleary  was  one  of 
the  venerable  pioneer  citizens  of  Harrison 
County  at  the  time  of  his  death,  March  19, 
1917,  his  wife  having  passed  away  December 
20,  1897.  They  became  the  parents  of  ten  chil- 
dren: Kate  (died  In  infancy),  Mary  Alma, 

Luther  Martin,  Ella  May,  Percival,  Lydia  Eliza- 
beth, Frank  Everett,  James  L.,  Walter  Howard 
and  Marion  Floyd.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Adams  have 
two  children.  Ethel  Agnes  is  the  wife  of  Fran- 
cis B.  Merryman,  of  Cadiz,  this  county,  and 
they  have  three  children — Harold  Eugene,  Flor- 
ence Irene,  and  George  Howard.  Madison  Paul 
married  Miss  Dessie  Hazel  Garner,  and  they 
reside  in  Nottingham  Township. 

John  H.  Henderson,  who  is  successfully  en- 
gaged in  the  real-estate  and  insurance  business 
at  Scio,  Harrison  County,  is  one  of  the  repre- 
sentative citizens  of  this  village  and  served  sev- 
eral years  as  clerk  of  Its  municipal  government. 
He  was  born  in  Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  Novem- 
ber 17,  1872,  and  Is  a son  of  Oliver  W.  and  Mar- 
garet (Guiney)  Henderson,  the  former  of  whom 
was  born  in  Ireland  on  the  12th  of  March,  1844, 
and  the  latter  was  born  In  Archer  Township, 
Harrison  County,  Ohio  April  15,  1846.  Oliver 
W.  Henderson  was  a lad  of  about  fourteen 
years  when  the  family  immigrated  to  America 
in  1858,  and  his  father  William  Henderson,  set- 
tled on  a farm  in  Cadiz  Township,  Harrison 
County,  Ohio,  where  he  remained  the  greater 
part  of  the  time  during  the  remainder  of  his 
life,  he  having  been  for  a short  period  a resi- 
dent of  Carroll  County.  He  and  his  wife  were 
active  members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 
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They  became  the  parents  of  five  children — 
Sarah,  Jane,  Oliver  W.,  Joseph  and  Bell. 

Oliver  W.  Henderson  was  for  a time  engaged 
in  farm  enterprise  In  Jefferson  County,  but  the 
major  part  of  his  active  career  was  devoted  to 
farm  industry  In  Harrison  County.  He  is  now 
living  retired,  and  he  and  his  wife  reside  in 
the  home  of  their  younger  son.  the  subject  of 
this  review.  The  elder  of  their  two  children 
is  William  A.,  who  is  a resident  of  Scio,  Ohio. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Henderson  are  earnest  members 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  In  which  he  has 
held  the  office  of  elder  for  fully  thirty  years. 

John  H.  Henderson  acquired  his  preliminary 
education  in  the  district  schools  of  Stock  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County,  later  attended  the  pub- 
lic schools  at  Cadiz,  and  in  1894-5  was  a stu- 
dent in  Scio  College.  As  a young  man  he  be- 
came associated  with  the  general  store  con- 
ducted by  the  Davis  Store  & Mining  Company 
at  Redfleld,  Perry  County,  Ohio,  and  he  con- 
tinued in  the  employ  of  this  concern  about  three 
years.  From  1898  to  1905  he  conducted  a gen- 
eral store  at  Smitlidale,  Harrison  County,  where 
he  also  served  as'  postmaster,  and  from  1905 
to  1910  was  engaged  in  farming  in  Stock  Town- 
ship, this  county.  In  the  latter  year  he  estab- 
lished his  residence  at  Scio,  where  he  has  since 
been  engaged  in  the  real  estate  and  insurance 
business,  in  which  his  progressive  policies  and 
honorable  dealings  have  gained  to  him  a sub- 
stantial and  prosperous  enterprise  and  a repre- 
sentative clientage.  He  is  a republican  in  poli- 
tics and  he  and  his  family  hold  membership  in 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  at  Scio,  in 
which  he  has  served  as  a member  of  the  official 
board  and  of  which  he  is  a trustee  at  the  time 
of  this  writing.  He  gave  several  years  of  effi- 
cient and  valued  service  as  village  clerk  of 
Scio  and  as  a member  of  local  and  county  Board 
of  Education  and  has  taken  deep  Interest  in  all 
things  touching  the  welfare  of  his  home  com- 
munity. At  Scio  he  is  affiliated  with  the  lodge 
of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons:  at  Cadiz  he  holds 
membership  in  the  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Ma- 
sons; and  he  is  identified  also  with  the  Ancient 
Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of  Masonry  at  Steuben- 
ville, Jefferson  County,  as  well  as  with  the  Scio 
Dodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows. 

On  the  23d  of  March,  1898,  was  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  Mr.  Henderson  to  Miss  Anna 
Jj.  Buxton,  who  was  born  in  Stock  Township. 
Harrison  County,  a daughter  of  Campbell  and 
Mary  E.  (Smith)  Buxton.  Campbell  Buxton 
who  has  long  held  prestige  as  one  of  the  repre- 
sentative farmers  of  Stock  Township,  was  born 
in  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania,  Septem- 
ber 1.  1847,  and  he  was  about  five  years  old 
when  his  parents,  Haddon  and  Julia  Ann  (Mc- 
Crea)  Buxton,  came  to  Ohio  and  established 
their  home  on  a farm  in  Stock  Township.  Har- 
rison County,  in  1852.  Here  Campbell  Buxton 
was  reared  to  manhood  and  eventually  became 
owner  of  the  old  homestead  farm,  which  he 
developed  into  one  of  the  valuable  properties  of 
Stock  Township.  December  21,  1874,  recorded 
his  marriage  to  Miss  Mary  E.  Smith,  daughter 
of  James  P.  and  Ann  (Crnmblett)  Smith,  and 
of  this  union  were  bora  two  children — Anna  L. 
and  Earl  C.  The  i>a rents  are  specially  zealous 


members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Henderson  have  three  children: 
Robert  Buxton  Henderson  Is  in  the  employ  of 
the  Timkin  Roller  Bearing  Company  at  Canton, 
Stark  County.  He  was  graduated  in  the  Scio 
High  School  and  was  a member  of  the  Student 
Army  Training  School  in  the  city  of  Columbus 
during  the  winter  of  1918-19.  Mary  Margaret 
was  graduated  in  the  Scio  High  School  as  a 
member  of  the  class  of  1920.  Elizabeth  Virginia 
is  at  home. 

Meredith  M.  Barrett  not  only  has  secure 
status  as  one  of  the  representative  farmers  and 
venerable  native  sons  of  Harrison  County,  but 
he  is  also  a member  of  a family  whose  name 
has  been  most  prominently  and  worthily  asso- 
ciated with  the  history  of  this  county  since  the 
oj>ening  decade  of  the  nineteenth  century.  This 
is  shown  by  the  following  quotation,  which  re- 
fers to  his  paternal  great-grandfather:  “In 

1803  Arthur  Barrett,  the  elder,  came  to  Ohio, 
passing  through  the  section  on  which  the  town 
of  Cadiz  now  stands,  and  on  which  at  that  time 
was  a solitary  log  cabin.  Following  an  Indian 
trail  and  cutting  his  road  through  the  forests, 
he  reached  the  forks  of  Brushy  Fork,  and  here, 
in  Cadiz  Township,  he  entered  640  acres  of  land 
in  one  tract  and  320  acres  in  another.  Here  he 
erected  a log  cabin,  and  on  this  land  he  passed 
the  remainder  of  his  life,  which  came  to  its 
close  in  1828,  he  having  been  a zealous  member 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.”  This  pio- 
neer ancestor  was  born  in  Virginia  in  1743,  and 
to  the  frontier  home  in  Ohio  he  brought  his 
wife  and  their  large  family  of  children,  of 
whom  there  were  ten — Nancy,  Susan,  Hannah, 
Rachel.  Sarah,  Thomas,  Arthur  David.  Enos  and 
Isaac. 

Arthur  Barrett,  Jr.,  grandfather  of  the  sub- 
ject of  this  review,  was  born  in  Virginia  in 
1780,  and  thus  was  a youth  of  about  twenty- 
three  years  when  he  accompanied  his  father  to 
Ohio.  He  married  Miss  Mary  Huff,  daughter 
of  William  Huff,  who  was  an  early  settler  in 
eastern  Ohio  and  who  became  well  known  as 
an  Indian  scout  and  fighter,  as  was  also  his 
brother  Joseph  An  Indian  chief  made  the 
boast  that  he  had  taken  ninety-nine  white  scalps 
and  that  he  intended  to  take  the  one  hundred. 
Joseph  learned  of  the  chiefs  boast.  The  old 
chief  was  found  sitting  on  the  roadside  by  Jo- 
seph Huff,  who  afterwards  said : “I  saw  him 

(the  chief)  sitting  by  the  road,  and  saw’  his 
pipe  fall  out  of  his  mouth.”  That  was  the  last 
of  the  old  chief.  Mr.  Barrett  continued  as  a 
farmer  in  Cadiz  Township  until  his  death  in 
1845,  his  first  wife  having  died  in  1814.  the 
mother  of  four  children — Meredith,  Eewis,  Will- 
iam IT.  and  Mary  Anna.  After  the  death  of  his 
first  wife  Arthur  Barrett  married  Miss  Eliza- 
beth Wolf,  and  they  became  the  parents  of  four 
children — -Louisa.  Enos.  John  and  David.  Mrs. 
Barrett  survived  her  husband  by  more  than 
forty  years  and  passed  to  eternal  rest  in  1887. 
both  having  been  members  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church. 

William  II.  Barrett,  son  of  Arthur* and  Mary 
(Huff)  Barrett,  was  born  in  Cadiz  Township. 
Harrison  County,  on  the  10th  of  June,  1812,  and 
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on  the  old  homestead  he  was  reared  to  man- 
hood, his  educational  advantages  having  been 
those  of  the  primitive  subscription  schools  of 
the  pioneer  days.  In  his  youth  he  learned  the 
hatter’s  trade,  which  he  followed  several  years 
at  Cadiz  and  Salem.  Thereafter  he  developed  a 
prosperous  business  in  the  buying  of  live  stock, 
which  he  drove  overland  to  the  market  in 
Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania.  After  his  marriage 
he  remained  on  the  old  homestead  farm  in  Ca- 
diz Township  until  1845,  when  he  purchased 
and  removed  to  a farm  in  Nottingham  Town- 
ship, where  he  became  the  owner  of  a fine 
property  of  more  than  300  acres  and  where  he 
became  specially  successful  in  the  breeding  and 
raising  of  sheep.  He  continued  as  one  of  the 
substantial  farmers  and  honored  and  influential 
citizens  of  Nottingham  Township  until  his 
death.  May  4,  1891,  about  one  month  prior  to 
the  seventy-ninth  anniversary  of  his  birth,  both 
he  and  his  wife  having  been  earnest  and  faith- 
ful members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 
In  this  connection  it  is  interesting  to  record 
that  his  father’s  second  wife,  Mrs.  Elizabeth 
(Wolf)  Barrett,  offered  the  first  prayer  in  the 
original  Rankin  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
besides  there  making  the  final  prayer  before  the 
church  was  abandoned  by  the  congregation, 
which  took  possession  of  the  new  edifice. 

On  the  25th  of  May,  1837,  was  solemnized  the 
marriage  of  William  H.  Barrett  to  Miss  Eliza 
V.  Betz,  who  was  born  in  Jefferson  County, 
Ohio,  on  the  22d  of  June,  1817,  a daughter  of 
William  and  feliza  (Veers)  Betz,  who  were 
honored  pioneers  of  that  county,  where  Mr. 
Betz  reclaimed  and  developed  a productive 
farm.  Both  he  and  his  wife  were  members  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church.  They  became  the 
parents  of  seven  children — Rebecca,  Eliza  V., 
Parmelia,  Margaret,  Lucinda,  Brice  and  Mc- 
Courtnoy.  Mrs.  Barrett  passed  to  the  life  eter- 
nal at  the  age  of  seventy-nine  years.  Of  the 
children  Meredith  M.,  of  this  review,  is  the 
eldest;  and  the  names  of  the  others  are  here 
recorded : Marion  B. ; Mary  E. ; Mrs.  Henry 

Haverfield:  Brice  W.,  who  became  a clergy- 
man of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  and 
died  shortly  before  his  graduation  In  the  col- 
lege at  Mount  Union.  Ohio,  in  1SG6;  Margaret 
E..  Mrs  William  Birney:  Emma  E.,  Mrs.  Samuel 
Crawford : William  Fletcher,  a resident  of  Colo- 
rado; and  Flora  M. 

Meredith  M.  Barrett  found  in  the  Ramsey 
school  in  the  home  district  the  advantages  that 
Inured  to  effective  educational  advancement  in 
his  youth,  and  he  recalls  that  one  of  his  early 
teachers  was  Kersey  Kinsey,  while  later  he  con- 
tinued his  studies  in  district  school  in  Notting- 
ham Township,  his  birth  having  occurred  on  the 
old  homestead  in  Cadiz  Township  on  the  19th 
of  August.  1838.  He  was  a young  man  when 
he  initiated  his  independent  career  as  an  agri- 
culturist and  stock-raiser  on  the  farm  which 
is  still  his  place  of  residence  and  which  com- 
prises 112  acres  of  the  excellent  land  of  Not- 
tingham Township.  From  the  time  of  his  mar- 
riage he  has  remained  continuously  on  this 
farm,  save  for  an  interval  of  two  years.  He 
has  always  taken  loyal  interest  in  community 
affairs  and  has  supported  measures  projected 


for  the  general  good  along  both  civic  and  ma- 
terial lines.  He  served  two  years  as  trustee  of 
Nottingham  Township,  and  was  for  thirteen 
years  a member  of  the  school  board  of  the 
township.  He  and  his  wife  have  long  been 
zealous  and  honored  members  of  Asbury  Chapel 
(Methodist  Episcopal),  and  in  the  same  he 
served  more  than  fifty  years  as  class  leader.  HL 
political  views  have  been  well  fortified,  and  are 
indicated  in  his  unfaltering  allegiance  to  the 
republican  party. 

On  the  2d  of  September,  1862,  was  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  Mr.  Barrett  to  Miss  Sarah 
Amanda  Christy,  who  likewise  was  born  and 
reared  in  Harrison  County  and  who  is  a daugh- 
ter of  the  late  Robert  and  Jane  (McOleary) 
Christy.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Barrett  have  four  chil- 
dren: George  W.,  a resident  of  Tuscarawas 

County:  Carrie,  the  wife  of  John  Rea,  of  Har- 
rison County;  Frank  V.,  who  now  has  active 
charge  of  the  old  home  farm  married  Miss  Ella 
Mallernee.  who  is  deceased,  and  who  is  sur- 
vived by  three  children — Veda,  Benjamin  B.  and 
Olga : and  Olive  is  the  wife  of  Joseph  S.  Webb, 
a farmer  in  Harrison  County. 

John  C.  McFadden.  With  the  exception  of  a 
short  residence  in  Green  Township,  John  C. 
McFadden  of  Athens  Township  has  always  lived 
In  one  community.  He  was  born  March  31, 
1850,  and  is  a son  of  John  J.  and  Esther  (Clif- 
ford) McFadden.  The  father  died  February  7, 
1897,  and  the  mother,  December  12,  1907,  and 
both  came  of  pioneer  stock  in  Harrison  County. 
The  American  branch  of  the  McFadden  family 
dates  back  to  1760,  when  John  McFadden  was 
bom  in  Ireland. 

When  he  was  a young  man  of  nineteen  John 
McFadden  came  from  Ireland  and  established 
himself  in  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania. 
In  a short  time  he  married  a daughter  of  Col. 
George  Sharpe,  of  the  United  States  army  and 
in  the  year  1800  he  came  with  others  to  Cadiz 
Township.  Harrison  County.  It  was  then  ter- 
ritorial days,  so  that  the  McFadden  family 
belongs  to  the  pioneer  element  in  society.  In 
the  following  year  Mr.  McFadden  brought  his 
family  from  Pennsylvania  to  Ohio.  Their  chil- 
dren were:  Samuel,  George,  John,  Joseph, 

Mary  and  Margaret. 

It  was  John  McFadden  that  continued  the 
family  name  in  Harrison  County.  He  was  sev- 
enteen when  he  came  with  his  parents  from 
Pennsylvania  to  Ohio.  He  married  Mary,  a 
daughter  of  Adam  and  Rebecca  (Work)  Dun- 
lap. They  were  pioneers  in  Harrison  County, 
having  come  from  Uniontown,  Fayette  County, 
Pennsylvania.  Eleven  children  were  bora  in 
this  generation:  Margaret,  Adam,  Rebecca, 

Mary,  John  J..  Sarah,  Samuel  R.,  George,  Es- 
ther, Rachel  and  Jennie.  The  McFaddens  of 
that  day  and  generation  were  consistent  mem- 
bers of  the  Union  Church,  although  later  the 
family  is  connected  with  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  New  Athens. 

John  J.  McFadden,  fourth  son  of  John,  was 
bora  In  Cadiz  Township,  Harrison  County,  Oc- 
tober 21,  1820,  and  his  time  of  life  was  when 
great  strides  of  advancement  were  being  made 
in  civilization.  His  school  days  were  in  the 
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time  of  the  log  school  house  with  a huge  fire 
place,  and  when  the  New  Testament  and  the 
National  Speller  were  the  text  books  in  use  in 
the  community.  On  February  28,  1844,  J.  J. 
McFadden  married  Esther,  a daughter  of  John 
Clifford.  Mr.  Clifford  was  from  Ireland.  Their 
children  were:  Mary,  Margaret  Jane,  Rebecca 
Ann.  John  C.,  George  D.,  Edward  S.,  Sarah, 
Adam  and  the  Rev.  Samuel  W. 

From  the  beginning  the  McFaddens  have 
voted  the  democratic  ticket,  and  John  J.  Mc- 
Fadden was  several  times  elected  to  office  and 
was  treasurer  of  Athens  Township  for  thirty 
consecutive  years. 

On  January  6,  1876,  John  C.  McFadden  mar- 
ried Mary  Evelyn,  a daughter  of  Adam  Dicker- 
son.  Their  children  are : Edna  and  Cora  E.,  the 
latter  the  wife  of  H.  F.  Warne  of  Washington, 
Pennsylvania,  and  their  children  are  John  Hi- 
ram and  Florence  Esther.  Walter  J.  McFad- 
den  married  Mabel  Anthony,  and  they  have  one 
daughter,  Ruth.  They  live  in  Sioux  City,  Iowa. 
Jane  D.  is  the  wife  of  A.  C.  Warne.  They  live 
in  Washington,  Pennsylvania.  Howard  W.  Mc- 
Fadden married  Ella  May  Kirkpatrick,  and 
their  children  are  Mary  Evelyn  and  Helen 
Irene.  Charles  McFadden  married  Zada  Moore. 

Mrs.  Mary  Evelyn  McFadden  died  in  1890, 
and  on  January  30,  1900,  John  C.  McFadden 
married  Mary  Alice,  a daughter  of  John  T.  and 
Sarah  M.  (Jackson)  Harris.  For  140  years 
there  have  been  McFaddens  in  the  United  States 
who  know  themselves  to  belong  to  one  parent 
stock,  all  descended  from  the  Irish  immigrant, 
John  McFadden. 

Ervin  M.  Minard  was  born  in  North  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County,  on  the  4th  of  July,  1857, 
and  the  patriotic  significance  of  his  natal  day 
has  not  been  more  significant  in  his  pronounced 
civic  loyalty  than  have  his  fealty  to  and  appre- 
ciation of  his  native  county,  in  which  he  has 
found  ample  opportunity  for  successful  achieve- 
ment as  an  agriculturist  and  stock-grower,  with 
which  important  lines  of  industrial  activity  the 
family  name  has  been  associated  in  North  Town- 
ship since  the  pioneer  period  in  the  history  of 
the  county.  John  and  Frances  Minard,  grand- 
parents of  the  subject  of  this  review,  were 
among  those  who  endured  the  hardships  and 
well  performed  the  labors  that  fell  to  the  lot  of 
the  early  settlers  in  Harrison  County.  John 
Minard  was  born  In  Germany  and  was  a man  of 
vigor  and  ambition  when  he  came  to  Harrison 
County  and  took  up  eighty  acres  of  Government 
land  in  North  Township,  where  he  reclaimed 
a productive  farm  from  the  forest  wilderness 
and  where  he  and  his  wife  passed  the  remainder 
of  their  lives.  They  became  the  parents  of 
three  sons  and  several  daughters,  the  names  of 
the  sons  being  Solomon.  George  and  Daniel.  Of 
these  sons  Daniel,  father  of  him  whose  name 
introduces  this  article,  was  born  and  reared  on 
the  old  pioneer  farmstead  in  North  Township, 
and  there  he  devoted  his  entire  active  life  to 
resourceful  and  successful  farm  enterprise.  He 
developed  a fine  farm  property  of  200  acres, 
was  influential  In  community  affairs,  and  both 
he  and  his  wife  were  earnest  members  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  at  Scio.  He  died  at  the 


age  of  sixty-eight  years,  and  his  wife  passed 
away  at  the  age  of  sixty-six  years.  The  maiden 
name  of  Mrs.  Daniel  Minard  was  Rebecca 
Knouff,  and  she  was  born  in  German  Township, 
Harrison  County,  where  he  father,  John  Knouff, 
was  a pioneer  settler  and  representative  farmer. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Daniel  Minard  became  the  par- 
ents of  eight  children — John,  Amos  B.,  Morris, 
Andora,  Ervin  M.,  Eunice,  Luther  and  Grant 
Of  the  number  John,  Amos  B.  and  Andora 
are  deceased. 

Ervin  M.  Minard  continued  his  association 
with  the  activities  of  the  parental  farm  from 
his  boyhood  until  the  time  of  his  marriage, 
and  in  the  meanwhile  he  made  good  use  of  the 
advantages  offered  in  the  district  schools  of 
North  Township.  In  1887  was  solemnized  his 
marriage  to  Miss  Margaret  Buxton,  who  was 
born  in  Stock  Township,  Harrison  County,  a 
daughter  of  Haddon  and  Julia  (McCrea) 
Buxton,  who  came  from  Pennsylvania  and  es- 
tablished their  home  in  Harrison  County  in 
1852.  The  father  became  a substantial  farmer 
in  Stock  Township,  where  he  and  his  wife 
passed  the  residue  of  their  lives.  For  four 
years  after  his  marriage  Mr.  Minard  was  en- 
gaged in  farming  in  Stock  Township,  and  he 
then,  in  1892,  assumed  ownership  of  his  pres- 
ent attractive  homestead  farm  in  North  Town- 
ship, where  he  is  the  owner  of  a valuable  and 
well  improved  estate  of  240  acres,  besides  which 
he  retains  one-fourth  interest  in  his  father’s 
old  home  farm  of  200  acres.  It  is  thus  to  be 
readily  understood  that  he  stands  as  one  of  the 
representative  exponents  of  farm  industry  in 
his  native  county,  whdre  his  loyalty  has  been 
shown  in  his  ready  support  of  measures  and 
projects  advanced  for  the  civic  and  material 
good  of  the  community.  His  political  allegiance 
is  given  to  the  republican  party,  he  Is  affiliated 
with  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows, 
and  he  and  his  wife  are  active  members  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  at  Scio.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Minard  have  three  children  : Pearl  is  the  wife  of 
Everett  O.  McClain,  of  whom  individual  mention 
is  made  on  other  pages  of  this  work ; Julia  is  the 
wife  of  Berlin  D.  Law,  who  likewise  is  repre- 
sented in  a personal  sketch  Immediately  follow- 
ing; and  Grace  remains  at  the  parental  home. 

Berlin  D.  Law  is  one  of  the  progressive 
farmers  of  the  younger  generation  In  North 
Township,  where  he  maintains  his  residence 
upon  his  excellent  farm  of  120  acres  and  is 
vigorously  directing  his  attention  to  diversified 
agriculture  and  stock-growing.  He  was  born  in 
this  township  on  the  4th  of  October,  1890,  and 
is  a son  of  William  B.  and  Florence  (Donald- 
son) Law,  his  father  having  likewise  been  born 
and  reared  in  this  county,  a son  of  Matthew 
Law,  whose  parents,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  Law, 
settled  in  Monroe  Township,  this  county,  about 
the  year  1828,  here  passing  the  remainder  of 
their  lives.  Matthew  Law  married  Miss  Re- 
becca Birney,  whose  death  occurred  in  1864.  and 
he  passed  from  the  stage  of  life’s  mortal  en- 
deavors on  the  9th  of  September,  1879,  when 
seventy-one  years  of  age.  He  and  his  wife  were 
members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 
They  became  the  parents  of  four  children— 
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John,  William,  Robert  B.  and  Jane,  the  only 
daughter  having  died  in  infancy.  Matthew  Law 
became  the  owner  of  his  father’s  old  home  farm 
in  Monroe  Township,  and  there  he  passed  the 
major  part  of  his  life.  William  B.  Law  has 
well  upheld  the  high  prestige  of  the  family 
name  in  connection  with  farm  industry  in  Har- 
rison County,  and  he  accumulated  a fine  farm 
property  of  254  acres  in  North  Township. 

Berlin  D.  Law  was  but  four  years  old  at  the 
time  of  his  mother's  death,  but  was  reared  and 
educated  in  his  native  county,  where  he  lived 
with  different  families  for  varying  intervals 
until  the  time  of  his  marriage,  on  the  2d  of 
April,  1912,  to  Miss  Julia  Minard,  daughter  of 
Ervin  M.  Minard,  whose  Individual  representa- 
tion precedes  this  sketch.  Since  his  marriage 
Mr.  Law  has  resided  on  his  present  farm,  and 
the  attractive  home,  with  Mrs.  Law  as  its  popu- 
lar chatelaine,  is  further  brightened  by  the 
presence  of  their  son,  Cliff  M.,  who  was  born 
November  25,  1913. 

John  T.  Scott  has  proved  himself  well 
worthy  of  upholding  and  advancing  the  pres- 
tige of  the  family  name  in  connection  with  farm 
Industry  and  loyal  and  progressive  citizenship 
in  his  native  county,  and  is  one  of  the  repre- 
sentative agriculturists  and  stock-growers  of 
North  Township,  in  which  section  of  Harrison 
County  his  father  likewise  followed  farm  en- 
terprise, while  the  latter's  father,  Robert  Scott, 
was  one  of  the  pioneer  settlers  and  substantial 
farmers  of  Rumley  Township,  this  county.  Rob- 
ert Scott  and  his  wife,  Nancy,  became  the  par- 
ents of  a fine  family  of  fifteen  children  and 
were  sterling  pioneer  citizens  who  had  secure 
place  in  popular  confidence  and  esteem,  both 
having  been  prominent  members  of  the  Ridge 
Presbyterian  Church,  in  which  he  served  many 
years  as  a deacon. 

John  T.  Scott  was  born  in  North  Township, 
Harrison  County,  on  the  27th  of  June,  1878, 
and  is  a son  of  Robert  M.  and  Nancy  (Sproul) 
Scott,  the  former  of  whom  was  born  at  New 
Rumley,  Rumley  Township,  this  county,  July  8, 
1840,  and  the  latter  was  born  in  North  Town- 
ship, February  27,  1837.  a daughter  of  John  and 
Jane  Sproul.  Robert  M.  Scott  was  one  of  the 
gallant  young  men  who  responded  to  President 
Lincoln's  first  call  for  volunteers  when  the  in- 
tegrity of  the  Union  was  menaced  by  armed 
rebellion.  He  enlisted  in  an  Ohio  regiment  of 
volunteer  Infantry  in  1861,  and  he  served  during- 
virtually  the  entire  period  of  the  great  conflict 
between  the  states  of  the  North  and  ttie  South, 
it  having  been  his  to  participate  in  the  many 
engagements  in  which  his  command  was  in- 
volved and  to  have  made  a splendid  record  as  a 
valiant  young  soldier  of  the  Union.  He  re- 
ceived his  honorable  discharge  at  Louisville, 
Kentucky,  on  the  10th  of  July,  1865.  He  then 
returned  to  the  parental  home  in  Harrison 
County,  and  later  he  was  for  a time  a resident 
of  Hagerstown,  Carroll  County,  where  his  par 
ents  were  then  living.  After  his  marriage, 
which  occurred  February  27,  1872,  he  continued 
his  successful  enterprise  as  a farmer  in  North 
Township,  Harrison  County,  until  his  death, 
which  occurred  October  12,  1909,  his  wife  hav- 


ing been  seventy-three  years  of  age  at  the  time 
of  her  death.  He  was  an  earnest  member  of 
the  Ridge  Presbyterian  Church.  Of  the  three 
surviving  children  the  subject  of  this  review 
is  the  youngest  and  he  is  the  only  son;  Serena 
Belle  is  the  wife  of  John  A.  Thompson,  of  Scio, 
this  county;  and  Miss  Mary  E.  likewise  resides 
in  that  village. 

John  T.  Scott  gained  his  early  education  in 
the  public  schools  of  North  Township,  and  he 
remained  with  his  parents  on  the  home  farm 
until  his  marriage,  on  the  27th  of  November, 
1901,  to  Miss  Jennie  Page,  a daughter  of  Joseph 
and  Ann  (Oliver)  Page.  Joseph  Page  was  born 
in  Tuscarawas  County,  Ohio,  in  1832,  and  in 
that  county  he  passed  the  closing  years  of  his 
life,  his  death  having  occurred  in  1895.  He  was 
a man  of  fine  intellectuality  and  gave  about 
forty  years  of  effective  service  as  a teacher 
in  the  public  schools,  his  later  years  having 
been  devoted  to  farm  enterprise  in  his  native 
county.  His  first  wife’s  maiden  name  was 
Lucinda  Miser,  and  they  became  the  parents  of 
twelve  children — Serena,  Melissa,  William  O., 
Henry  W.,  John  A.,  Charles  F.,  Forbes  M.. 
Amos  V.,  Thomas  S.,  Joseph  F.,  Clark  H.  and 
Elizabeth.  After  the  death  of  his  first  wife  Mr. 
Page  wedded  Mrs.  Ann  (Oliver)  Page,  widow  of 
Jesse  Page  and  a daughter  of  Alexander  Oliver. 
Mrs.  Page  was  born  in  Tuscarawas  County  and 
by  her  first  marriage  had  two  children — Alice 
A.  and  Mary.  The  two  children  of  her  second 
marriage  are  Marvin  J.  and  Jennie  (wife  of 
the  subject  of  this  sketch).  For  the  first  year 
after  his  marriage  Mr.  Scott  was  engaged  in 
farming  in  North  Township,  and  for  a period 
of  about  twelve  years  thereafter  was  identified 
with  operations  in  the  oil  fields  In  this  section 
of  Ohio.  In  the  spring  of  1912  he  established 
his  home  on  his  present  farm,  but  for  three 
years  thereafter  he  continued  to  work  more  or 
less  In  the  oil  field.  He  now  gives  virtually  his 
entire  time  to  the  management  of  his  excellent 
farm,  which  comprises  167  acres  and  which  he 
has  made  a center  of  successful  agricultural 
and  live-stock  operations.  He  gives  his  politi- 
cal allegiance  to  the  republican  party,  and  he 
and  his  wife  hold  membership  in  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  at  Conotton.  They  have 
two  children — George  E.  and  Zema  Pearl. 

Geobob  A.  Speer  maintains  his  home  in  the 
village  of  Georgetown  in  Short  Creek  Township, 
Harrison  County,  which  place  has  been  his 
stage  of  residence  from  the  time  of  his  birth 
until  the  present,  save  for  an  Interval  of  about 
two  years  passed  in  the  west.  In  the  community 
in  which  he  is  best  known  he  long  followed  the 
work  of  his  trade,  that  of  plasterer,  but  in  the 
summer  of  1920  he  entered  the  employ  of  the 
Short  Creek  Company. 

Mr.  Speer  was  born  at  Georgetown  on  the  4th 
of  March,  1864,  and  is  a son  of  Charles  E.  and 
Hannah  E.  (Courtright)  Speer,  the  former  of 
whom  was  born  at  Coatsville,  Pennsylvania, 
May  5,  1825,  and  the  latter  of  whom  was  born 
at  Mount  Pleasant,  Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  on 
the  3d  of  June,  1832.  The  marriage  of  the  par- 
ents occurred  on  the  28th  of  January,  1851,  and 
the  mother  died  on  the  23d  of  February,  1865, 
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when  the  subject  of  this  sketch  was  not  yet  one 
year  old.  Charles  E.  Speer  established  his  resi- 
dence at  Georgetown  about  the  year  I860,  and 
here  he  passed  the  remainder  of  his  life,  his 
entire  active  career  having  been  devoted  to  the 
trade  of  plasterer.  He  was  one  of  the  vener- 
able and  honored  citizens  of  Georgetown  at  the 
time  of  his  death,  May  18,  1918.  He  first  mar- 
ried Miss  Sophia  C.  Hutchinson,  who  was  born 
in  the  state  of  Maryland  July  6,  1824,  and 
whose  death  occurred  In  1849,  the  only  child  of 
this  union  having  been  a daughter,  Mary  A., 
now  deceased.  The  names  and  respective  dates 
of  birth  of  the  children  of  the  second  marriage 
are  here  recorded : Charlotte  E.,  December  12, 

1851;  Elizabeth  A..  November  21,  1853;  James 
W..  September  30.  1855;  Sydnie  Ann,  October  31, 
1857,  deceased;  John  S.,  September  14.  1859; 
Edmond  E.,  November  30.  1861,  deceased;  and 
George  A , March  4,  1864. 

On  the  8th  of  May,  1873,  Charles  E.  Speer 
contracted  a third  marriage,  when  Elizabeth 
M.  Graham  became  his  wife.  She  was  born  in 
Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  July  1,  1838,  and  died 
in  Georgetown  in  October,  1920.  Three  children 
were  born  of  this  marriage — Charles  B.,  Feb- 
ruary 25,  1874;  Walter  G.,  September  7,  1875; 
and  Clara  P.,  February  4,  1882,  deceased.  The 
parents  held  membership  In  the  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  the 
father  was.  from  the  point  of  years  of  active 
affiliation,  the  oldest  member  of  the  Masonic 
fraternity  in  the  state  of  Ohio.  He  lived  a use- 
ful, upright  and  unostentatious  life  and  com- 
manded the  unqualified  esteem  of  his  fellow 
men. 

To  the  public  schools  of  his  native  village 
George  A.  Speer  is  indebted  for  his  early  educa- 
tion, and  as  a youth  he  learned  the  trade  of 
plasterer  under  the  effective  direction  of  his 
father,  which  he  followed  successfully  for  many 
years  in  Georgetown.  It  is  needless  to  say  that 
his  native  village  is  endeared  to  him  by  many 
gracious  memories  and  associations  and  that 
he  takes  deep  interest  in  all  that  concerns  its 
wellbeing.  His  political  support  is  given  to  the 
republican  party. 

September  26,  1896,  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Speer  to  Miss  Hannah  J.  Shields,  a daugh- 
ter of  Joseph  and  Lucinda  (Ruth)  Shields  and 
a sister  of  Milton  M.  Shields,  In  whose  sketch, 
on  other  pages  of  this  work,  are  given  ample 
data  concerning  the  family  history.  To  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Speer  have  been  born  four  children, 
whose  names  and  respective  dates  of  birth  are 
here  noted  : Charles  Joseph,  May  2,  1897 ; Floyd 
Clayton,  September  8,  1900  (died  July  28.  1917)  ; 
Ada  Lucille,  October  16.  1903;  and  Wilma  Crey, 
January  26,  1907. 

Walter  S.  Spence,  M.  D.  While  Dr.  Walter 
S.  Spence,  of  Hopedale,  is  an  Ohioan,  he  Is  the 
son  of  an  Irish  immigrant.  He  was  born  May 
25.  1866,  in  Jewett,  Ohio.  His  father.  Henry 
Spence,  was  born  April  26  1827,  in  Ireland 
When  he  came  to  the  United  States  he  married 
Eliza  M.  Scott,  of  Carroll  County,  Ohio.  Her 
father,  Robert  G.  Scott,  came  from  Washington 
County,  Pennsylvania.  Her  mother,  Elizabeth 


(Steeves)  Scott,'  was  born  in  New  Brunswick, 
Canada. 

In  the  Spence  lineage  the  grandfather, 
Thomas  Spence,  and  the  grandmother,  Mary  J. 
(Rainey)  Spence,  were  from  Ireland.  It  was 
in  1832  that  they  came  to  America  and  located 
In  Utica,  New  York.  In  1838  they  came  to 
Steubenville,  Ohio.  After  four  or  five  years 
they  removed  to  Amsterdam,  where  they  lived 
as  farmers  for  many  years.  Their  oldest  son, 
Henry,  is  the  father  of  Doctor  Spence.  His 
brothers  and  sisters  are:  Nancy,  Mary  Jane, 

William,  James,  Elizabeth,  Violet,  John  and 
George.  The  children  in  the  Scott  family  are: 
Belle,  Dorinda,  Eliza  (mother  of  the  Doctor), 
Ada,  James,  Riley,  Chalmers  and  William.  The 
generation  enumerated  were  Presbyterians. 

In  1864  Henry  Spence  became  a merchant, 
and  was  located  in  Germano,  Jewett,  Kilgore 
and  Germano  again.  He  died  there  in  1909, 
having  been  a merchant  many  years.  His  wife 
died  in  1894.  Their  children  are:  John  K., 

Thomas  O.,  Harvey,  Margaret,  Robert,  Walter 
S.,  Carrie  and  William.  After  graduating  from 
public  school  in  Germano,  Doctor  Spence  spent 
two  years  in  the  Normal  School  at  Ada.  In 
1889  he  entered  the  medical  department  of 
Western  Reserve  University,  graduating  in 
1892,  and  he  immediately  began  the  medical 
practice  in  Germano. 

From  1906  to  1909  Doctor  Spence  practiced 
medicine  in  East  Springfield,  and  then  returned 
to  his  old  practice  in  Germano,  where  he  re- 
mained ten  years.  In  the  spring  of  1919  he 
located  In  Hopedale  and  practices  in  the  com- 
munity. In  1892  Doctor  Spence  married  Mina 
J.  Park,  a daughter  of  N.  R.  Park,  of  Ada. 
Their  children  are  Mignon  Tragesez,  Park  R. 
and  Donald  S.,  and  they  have  been  given  educa- 
tional advantages. 

Doctor  Spence  reads  the  medical  literature  of 
the  day,  and  is  a member  of  both  the  Harrison 
County  and  Ohio  State  Medical  Societies. 

James  M.  Spiker  was  a young  man  when  he 
became  associated  with  the  prosperous  lumber 
business  conducted  by  his  father  at  Scio,  Har- 
rison County,  and  in  1901  he  was  admitted  to 
partnership  in  the  business,  of  which  he  as- 
sumed full  control  upon  the  death  of  his  hon- 
ored father  on  the  1st  of  July,  1918.  This  en- 
terprise had  its  inception  in  1885,  when  the 
father,  the  late  Gideon  D.  Spiker,  formed  a part- 
nership with  Joshua  Arbaugh  and  erected  and 
equipped  a planing  mill  at  Scio.  Mr.  Spiker 
purchased  his  partner’s  interest  in  1888,  and 
thereafter  developed  a substantial  and  success- 
ful industrial  enterprise  in  the  manufacturing 
of  sash,  doors,  blinds,  etc.,  and  the  handling  of 
lumber  and  building  supplies.  Since  his  death 
his  only  son  has  continued  the  business,  In 
connection  with  which  he  is  well  upholding  the 
prestige  of  the  family  name. 

James  Madison  Spiker  was  born  at  Scio,  his 
present  home  village,  and  the  date  of  his  na- 
tivity was  November  22,  1872,  he  being  the 
elder  of  two  children,  and  his  sister,  Miss  Kit- 
turah  M.,  being  likewise  a resident  of  Scio.  The 
father,  Gideon  D.  Spiker,  was  born  In  Stock 
Township,  this  county,  on  the  26th  of  Decem- 
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ber,  1S46,  and  thus  was  one  of  the  venerable 
native  sons  of  the  county  at  the  time  of  his 
death.  His  father,  William  Spiker,  was  like- 
wise a native  of  Stock  Township,  where  he  was 
born  in  the  year  1826,  a son  of  Christopher 
Spiker,  who  was  born  in  1806,  on  the  same  an- 
cestral farm  which  wTas  the  birthplace  of  his 
son  and  grandson.  Christopher  Spiker  and  his 
wife,  whose  maiden  name  was  Aerie  Carnes, 
passed  their  entire  lives  in  Harrison  County, 
where  the  latter  died  in  March,  1870,  aged  sixty- 
six  years,  and  where  his  death  occurred  in 
1879,  when  he  was  seventy-two  years  of  age. 
He  had  not  only  been  a prosperous  farmer  but 
had  also  operated  a grist  mill  for  many  years. 
The  original  representatives  of  the  Spiker  fam- 
ily In  America  came  to  this  country  from  Hol- 
land in  the  early  colonial  period  of  our  national 
history,  and  the  father  of  Christopher  Spiker 
came  from  Pennsylvania  to  Ohio  in  a very  early 
day  and  became  one  of  the  first  settlers  in  what 
is  now  Stock  Township,  Harrison  County,  with 
the  history  of  which  county  the  family  name 
has  continued  to  be  prominently  and  worthily 
linked  during  the  long  intervening  period  of 
more  than  a century. 

William  Spiker  assisted  in  the  work  of  the 
pioneer  farm  and  grist  mill  of  his  father,  and 
at  the  age  of  nineteen  years  he  married  Mary, 
a daughter  of  Adam  Cottrell,  her  father  having 
been  a native  of  Scotland  and  having  come  to 
America  when  seven  years  of  age,  an  orphan 
boy.  He  was  a sterling  pioneer  of  Harrison 
County,  where  he  and  his  wife  remained  until 
their  deaths  In  1842  and  1886,  respectively. 
After  his  marriage  William  Spiker  engaged  in 
farming,  and  ten  years  later  he  turned  his  at- 
tention to  work  at  the  carpenter’s  trade,  as  a 
contractor  and  builder.  He  was  a resident  of 
Deersville,  this  county,  at  the  time  of  his  death, 
and  both  he  and  his  wife  attained  to  advanced 
age.  He  was  a stalwart  republican,  was  influ- 
ential in  public  affairs  of  local  order,  served  sev- 
eral years  as  township  treasurer,  and  was  for 
two  terms  a director  of  the  county  infirmary. 
His  children  were  eight  in  number : Gideon  D., 
Harvey,  John  C..  George  W.t  William  H.,  Jane, 
Margaret  and  Anna. 

Gideon  D.  Spiker  was  reared  to  the  sturdy 
discipline  of  the  farm  and  in  addition  to  at- 
tending the  district  schools  of  the  locality  and 
period  he  took  a higher  course  of  study  in  Scio 
College.  He  was  twenty-three  years  of  age 

when  he  completed  his  collegiate  course,  and 
thereafter  he  was  for  six  years  a successful 
teacher  in  the  district  schools  of  his  native 
county.  He  then  became  a contractor  and 
builder  and  erected  many  buildings  in  and  about 
Scio.  as  well  as  in  other  parts  of  the  county. 
In  1885  he  was  associated  with  Joshua  Arbaugh 
in  erecting  a planing  mill  at  Scio,  and  concern- 
ing his  career  from  that  time  to  his  death  ade- 
quate record  has  already  been  given  in  this 
article.  Mr.  Spiker  was  a staunch  advocate  of 
the  principles  of  the  republican  party,  was  af- 
filiated with  the  Masonic  fraternity,  and  he  and 
his  wife  were  earnest  members  of  the  Meth- 
odist Episcopal  Church  at  Scio.  In  1871  was 
recorded  the  marriage  of  Gideon  D.  Spiker  to 
Miss  Lizzie  B.  Gibson,  who  was  horn  and  reared 


in  Stock  Township  and  who  was  a daughter  of 
Edward  and  Catherine  Anna  (Graham)  Gibson. 
Edward  Gibson  was  a pioneer  settler  in  Tusca- 
rawas County,  Ohio,  where  he  remained  a few 
years,  after  which  he  came  to  Harrison  County 
and  settled  on  a pioneer  farm  In  Stock  Town- 
ship. There  he  and  his  wife  passed  the  re- 
mainder of  their  lives,  and  both  held  member- 
ship in  the  Pleasant  Valley  Methodist  Church. 
They  became  the  parents  of  six  children — Anna, 
Mol  lie.  Catherine.  Margaret,  Lizzie  B.  and 
James  A.  Mrs.  Lizzie  B.  (Gibson)  Spiker  was 
sixty-seven  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  her 
death  on  May  14,  1917,  and  is  survived  by  two 
children,  as  already  noted  in  a preceding  para- 
graph. 

In  the  public  schools  of  Scio  James  M.  Spiker 
continued  his  studies  until  he  availed 

himself  of  the  advantage  of  the  high  school, 
and  thereafter  he  pursued  a higher  academic 
course  in  Scio  College.  As  previously  stated, 
he  became  a partner  in  his  father’s  planing  mill 
and  lumber  business  in  1901.  and  since  the  death 
of  bis  father.  July,  1918,  he  has  successfully 
continued  the  business  in  an  individual  way. 
Since  1901  he  has  been  secretary  of  the  Home 
Savings,  Building  & I>oan  Association  at  Scio, 
and  he  is  one  of  the  most  loyal  and  progressive 
citizens  and  business  men  of  bis  native  village. 
At  Scio  he  Is  affiliated  with  the  lodge  of  Free 
& Accepted  Masons,  and  at  Cadiz,  the  county 
seat,  he  holds  membership  in  the  Chapter  of 
Royal  Arch  Masons  and  in  the  Council  at 
rhrichsville.  His  political  allegiance  Is  given 
to  the  republican  party. 

The  year  1900  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Spiker  to  Miss  Flora  A.  Starkey,  daughter  of 
Rev.  William  D.  Starkey,  D.  D.,  a distinguished 
clergyman  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 
Both  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Spiker  are  zealous  and  in- 
fluential members  of  the  church  of  this  denomi- 
nation at  Scio.  They  have  four  children — 
Mary  K.  (Spiker)  Barman,  deceased;  William 
Draper,  deceased;  Elizabeth  Anne;  and  George 
Donald. 

Israkl  Rankin,  whose  death  occurred  on  the 
26th  of  June,  1904,  had  been  up  to  that  time 
the  only  representative  of  bis  generation  of  one 
of  the  oldest  and  most  honored  pioneer  families 
of  Harrison  County,  and  his  two  sons,  James 
J.  and  William  D.,  are  associated  in  the  own- 
ership and  management  of  the  fine  did  home- 
stead farm  of  168  acres  in  Athens  Township. 
Of  the  early  history  of  the  Rankin  family  in 
America  the  following  interesting  data  is  avail- 
able: The  lineage  is  traced  back  to  ataunch 

Scotch  origin  and  the  first  representative  of  the 
family  in  America  vgas  William  Rankin,  who 
settled  In  the  beautiful  Shenandoah  Valley  of 
Virginia.  The  maiden  name  of  his  wife  was 
Abigail  Tassia.  and  their  children  were  eleven 
in  number,  namely:  William.  Jr.,  David, 

Matthew.  John,  James.  Zacharlah.  Thomas, 
Mary,  Abigail,  Samuel  and  Jesse.  The  father 
and  some  of  the  children  finally  removed  from 
Virginia  to  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania, 
where  they  lived  In  a block-house  on  their 
large  landed  estate  of  1,809  acres.  The  son 
James  was  killed  by  the  Indians  when  en  route

from  Pennsylvania  to  Kentucky,  In  which  latter 
commonwealth  he  had  purchased  a large  tract 
of  land.  Thomas  settled  In  Harrison  County, 
Ohio,  in  1805,  long  prior  to  the  organization  of 
the  county  under  the  present  name,  and  here 
he  passed  the  remainder  of  his  life — the  founder 
of  the  family  in  this  now  opulent  section  of 
the  Buckeye  State.  His  eldest  son,  James,  was 
born  in  Mount  Pleasant  Township,  Washington 
County,  Pennsylvania,  December  22,  1784,  and 
on  the  15th  of  December,  1809,  he  married  Miss 
Hester  Earley,  who  was  born  near  Chartiers, 
Pennsylvania,  May  31,  1793.  They  became  the 
parents  of  eight  children — Jane,  Thomas,  Mar- 
garet, Nancy,  Sarah,  William,  Matilda  and 
Israel.  James  Ranktn  served  as  a minute  man 
in  the  War  of  1812,  and  in  1813  he  settled  in 
Harrison  County.  Ohio,  on  the  farm  which  later 
passed  into  the  possession  of  his  son  Israel, 
subject  of  this  memoir,  and  which  is  now  the 
residence  of  his  grandsons,  James  J.  and  Will- 
iam D.  Thomas  Rankin,  father  of  James,  died 
May  12,  1832.  William  Rankin,  the  founder  of 
the  family  in  America,  was  born  in  Scotland 
about  the  year  1720,  and  was  in  his  eighteenth 
year  when  he  came  to  the  New  World.  Thomas 
Rankin  married  Nancy  Foreman,  and  they  be- 
came the  parents  of  five  children — James,  Will- 
iam, David,  Jane  and  Nacy. 

Thomas  Rankin  participated  In  numerous  bat- 
tles with  the  Indians  during  the  period  of  his 
residence  in  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania, 
and  one  of  these  conflicts,  known  hs  the  Poe 
battle,  at  the  mouth  of  Tomlinson  Run  on  the 
Ohio  River,  found  the  white  men  outnumbered 
by  the  Indians  in  the  ratio  of  three  to  one.  Of 
Mr.  Rankin's  part  in  this  battle  the  following 
record  is  given:  “He  had  taken  shelter  be- 

hind a tree,  and  an  Indian  who  discovered  his 
place  of  concealment  drew  his  gun  to  fire,  but 
in  cocking  his  own  gun  Mr.  Rankin  broke  the 
mainspring;  one  of  Mr.  Rankin's  comrades,  see- 
ing the  situation,  fired,  and  killed  the  Indian, 
whose  gun  was  used  by  Mr.  Rankin  in  his  fur- 
ther participation  in  the  fight.”  In  1805,  as 
before  noted,  he  came  to  Harrison  County,  Ohio, 
where  he  settled  in  what  is  now  Moorefleld 
Township.  The  Rankin  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  was  the  third  organization  of  this  de- 
nomination in  eastern  Ohio,  and  the  original 
church  edifice,  a log  building  of  the  true  pio- 
neer type,  was  situated  on  land  deeded  by 
Thomas  Rankin  for  the  purpose  in  Moorefleld 
Township.  The  church  organization  ’was  ef- 
fected in  1815  and  this  land  deed  was  dated 
1819.  The  church  was  organized  by  Rev.  James 
Roberts  and  Thomas  Dickerson,  and  among  Its 
members  at  that  time  were  Thomas  Rankin, 
Sr.,  Mary  Rankin,  James  Rankin,  Hester  Ran- 
kin. Arthur  Barrett,  Sr..  Isaac  Barrett,  William 
Jones,  Rachel  Jones,  Sarah  Foreman,  Martha 
White,  Mary  A.  Mofflt,  Mary  Love,  John  Porter, 
Samuel  Jones  and  others.  This  faithful  band 
of  pioneer  Christians  first  worshiped  in  the  log 
cabin  home  of  Thomas  Rankin,  who  was  one 
of  the  first  trustees  of  the  organization,  the 
others  having  been  Leonard  Barnes,  Ephraim 
Sears  fend  Edward  Rubjy.  The  remains  Of 
Thomas  Rankin  and  his  wife  rest  in  the  pioneer 
cemetery  adjoining  the  Rankin  Church. 


Israel  Rankin  was  born  in  Athens  Township, 
Harrison  County,  November  20,  1830,  and  he 
profited  fully  by  the  advantages  offered  in  the 
pioneer  schools  of  the  locality.  He  passed  vir- 
tually his  entire  life  on  the  old  homestead  farm 
which  was  the  place  of  his  birth,  and  he  was 
not  only  one  of  the  substantial  representatives 
of  farm  industry  in  his  native  county  but  was 
also  a prominent  and  influential  citizen  who 
maintained  inviolable  place  in  popular  confi- 
dence and  esteem.  He  was  a stalwart  and  well 
fortified  advocate  of  the  principles  of  the  demo- 
cratic party  and  was  influential  in  the  local 
councils  of  the  party,  besides  which  he  was 
called  upon  to  serve  in  various  offices  of  com- 
munity order,  including  that  of  township  trus- 
tee. He  was  one  of  the  leading  members  of 
the  Rankin  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  con- 
tributed generously  to  its  support  and  served 
earnestly  in  its  various  lay  offices.  He  served 
more  than  a quarter  of  a century  as  worshipful 
master  of  Lodge  No.  298,  Free  and  Accepted 
Masons,  at  flushing,  Belmont  County ; was  high 
priest  of  Cadiz  Chapter  No.  98,  Royal  Arch 
Masons;  and  was  affiliated  also  with  Hope  Com- 
ma ndery  No.  26.  Knights  Templar,  at  St.  Clairs- 
ville,  Belmont  County,  besides  which  he  was  at 
the  time  of  his  death  the  only  man  in  Athens 
Township  who  had  received  the  Masonic  order 
of  the  High  Priesthood,  which  was  conferred 
upon  him  in  1866  at  Toledo.  He  also  held  mem- 
bership in  the  Masonic  Veterans  of  Ohio,  or- 
ganized in  1870. 

August  18,  1870,  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Rankin  to  Miss  Sarah  Dickerson,  daughter 
of  Adam  Dickerson,  a member  of  another  of  the 
sterling  pioneer  families  of  Harrison  County. 
Mrs.  Rankin  was  called  to  the  life  eternal  Au- 
gust 29,  1886,  a devoted  member  of  the  Ran- 
kin Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  in  the  ceme- 
tery of  which  rest  her  remains  beside  those  of 
her  husband,  who  survived  her  many  years. 
They  became  the  parents  of  three  children — 
Elizabeth  Jane,  James  Jamison  and  William 
Dickerson,  all  of  whom  remain  on  the  old  home- 
stead farm.  Elizabeth  and  William  never  hav- 
ing married.  All  hold  membership  in  the  Ran- 
kin Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and  the  two 
sons  are  democrats  in  politics.  As  exponents  of 
farm  enterprise  they  are  fully  upholding  the 
prestige  of  the  name  which  they  bear,  as  are 
they  also  in  their  loyal  and  liberal  attitude  as 
citizens.  They  are  numbered  among  the  repre- 
sentative farmers  of  Athens  Township  and  in 
their  native  county  their  circle  of  friends  is 
coincident  with  that  of  their  acquaintances. 
James  J.  Rankin,  on  the  10th  of  December,  1913, 
was  united  in  marriage  to  Miss  Mary  Daniel, 
and  they  have  one  child,  James  Frederick. 

Lewis  Carney  Houze.  Owning  155  acres  of 
land  in  Rose  Township,  Lewis  Carney  Houze 
is  so  operating  it  as  to  win  for  himself  a posi- 
tion among  the  most  progressive  and  success- 
ful farmers  of  Carroll  County.  He  was  born 
at  Hoff's  Run  Township.  March  14,  1858*  a son 
of  William  Henry  and  Cynthia  (Need)  Houze, 
of  Irish  and  Pennsylvania-German  stock.  The 
grandfather,  Henry  Houze,  located  In  Pennsyl- 
vania at  an  early  day,  was  there  married,  and 
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had  two  children,  William  Henry,  and  his  sister 
Mary.  During  the  War  of  1812  he  served  as  a 
soldier  and  received  a pension  for  his  services. 
Coming  to  Ohio,  he  secured  eighty-eight  acres 
of  government  land  in  Rose  Township,  and  there 
he  died  at  the  age  of  eighty-eight  years,  and 
his  wife  passed  away  on  the  same  farm.  Will- 
iam Henry  Houze  was  the  younger  of  his  par- 
ents’ two  children,  and  he  was  engaged  In  farm- 
ing in  Rose  Township  all  of  his  life.  His  death 
occurred  in  1905,  his  wife  having  passed  away 
some  years  prior  to  that  date.  They  had  six 
children  bom  to  them,  of  whom  Lewis  C.  was 
the  youngest. 

Growing  up  on  the  homestead,  Lewis  C.  Houze 
alternated  attending  school  in  District  Number 
5.  Rose  Township,  during  the  winter  months, 
with  work  on  the  farm  in  the  summer  ones, 
until  he  was  seventeen  years  old,  and  then  for 
two  years  he  worked  in  the  coal  mines  at  Lin- 
dentree.  Rose  Township.  After  his  marriage 
he  bought  his  present  farm,  and  has  since  been 
engaged  in  operating  it,  and  also  for  twelve 
years  operated  a threshing  outfit.  He  has  been 
a general  farmer  all  of  the  time  since  coming 
to  this  farm,  and  finds  interest  and  assistance 
In  his  membership  with  the  National  Grange 
of  Atwood,  Ohio.  He  is  recognized  as  one  of 
the  solid  men  of  his  township,  and  is  held  in 
high  esteem  by  all  with  whom  he  is  associated. 

In  1886  Mr.  Houze  was  married  to  Ellen  Lu- 
cetta  Harsh,  a daughter  of  Enoch  and  Ann 
Catherine  (Helfrich)  Harsh,  of  Harrison  Town- 
ship, this  county.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Houze  became 
the  parents  of  the  following  children:  Homer 

Franklin,  who  married  Etta  Van  Pelt  of  East 
Rochester,  has  two  children — Curtis  and  Harvey 
Albert:  Ola,  who  is  Mrs.  George  Shultz  of  Car- 
rollton, has  two  children,  Earl  Le  Moine  and 
Wilma  Ellen,  living,  and  one,  Gladys  Rebecca, 
who  died  at  the  age  of  nine  months;  Edna  May, 
who  is  at  home;  Anne  Catherine,  who  is  Mrs. 
Fremont  Sommers  of  Malvern,  Ohio,  has  three 
children,  Alice  Lueette,  Lester  and  Rose;  Ches- 
ter Clark,  and  Loren  Herbert,  who  are  at  home. 

Chester  Clark  Houze  served  in  the  United 
States  Army  during  the  late  war,  entering  the 
service  at  Carrollton.  September  23,  1917,  and 
was  mustered  out  March  21,  1919.  He  was  sent 
to  Camp  Sherman,  where  he  remained  until 
February,  1918.  and  was  made  a buck  private 
of  Company  E,  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-Second 
Infantry.  Transferred  to  Camp  Forrest, 
Georgia,  in  April,  1918,  he  was  placed  in  the 
Eleventh  Machine  Gun  Company,  and  sent  to 
Camp  Merrett,  New  Jersey,  and  sailed  for 
France  from  New  York  City,  landing  at  Brest. 
He  saw  action  in  the  offensives  of  St.  MIhiel 
and  Argonne.  and  at  Verdun  had  the  first  and 
second  fingers  of  his  right  hand  shot  off  by  a 
machine  gun  bullet  at  the  second  joint.  This 
injury  was  much  aggravated  by  his  having  to 
walk  and  crawl  for  three  miles,  during  which 
time  he  lost  a large  amount  of  blood.  At  the 
time  he  was  shot,  his  lieutenant  lost  his  life. 
The  young  soldier  was  in  several  hospitals  re- 
covering from  his  wounds  before  he  was  sent 
home  on  the  Leviathan,  December  13,  1918,  and 
landed  in  New  York  City.  From  there  he  was 
sent  to  the  hospital  at  Camp  Sherman,  where  he 


was  detained  until  In  February,  1919,  and  re- 
ceived his  discharge  on  account  of  disability. 
On  account  of  his  injuries  he  receives  a pen- 
sion. He  is  one  of  the  Carroll  County  boys 
who  did  not  return  uninjured,  but  his  wounds 
are  honorable  ones,  and  serve  to  remind  him  of 
that  time  in1  his  life  when  he  arose  above  the 
average  man’s  outlook  on  life,  and  rendered  the 
best  service  In  the  world,  for  he  risked  his  life 
In  defense  of  his  country  and  the  Ideals  of 
patriotism. 

James  A.  Copeland.  To  all  right-thinking 
people  some  proper  tribute  ought  to  be  paid  the 
memory  of  the  dead  not  only  as  a token  of  re- 
spect, but  also  to  keep  before  the  public  the 
name  and  virtues  of  the  departed.  From  the 
days  of  the  erection  of  the  Egyptian  Pyramids 
to  the  present  it  has  been  an  accepted  fact  that 
no  better  means  can  be  found  for  this  outward 
expression  of  an  inward  affection  and  venera- 
tion than  that  afforded  by  the  erection  of  a 
substantial  monument  over  the  last  resting 
place  of  the  dead.  One  of  the  men  of  Harrison 
County  who  is  rendering  valuable  service  to* 
the  people  of  this  locality  in  this  line  Is  James: 
A.  Copeland  of  Jewett,  whose  monuments  are- 
admittedly  among  the  most  appropriate  ancfl 
artistic  to  be  found  in  the  cemeteries  of  the 
state. 

James  A.  Copeland  was  born  in  Salem  Town- 
ship, Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  on  December  3, 
1862,  a son  of  John  A.  and  Lucinda  (Stayer) 
Copeland,  the  former  born  in  Salem  Township, 
Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  on  April  1,  1825,  and 
the  latter,  born  in  the  same  township  as  her 
husband,  was  a daughter  of  Samuel  and  Emily 
(Lowry)  Stayer.  Samuel  Stayer  and  his  wife 
were  of  German  origin,  although  the  family  has 
been  in  this  country  for  many  generations,  and 
their  parents  came  to  Ohio  from  the  eastern 
part  of  Pennsylvania.  They  were  all  members 
of  the  Lutheran  Church. 

John  Copeland,  the  paternal  grandfather, 
was  born  in  Maryland.  He  married  a Miss 
Armstrong,  and  they  had  the  following  chil- 
dren : John  A..  Samuel,  William,  James.  Alex- 
ander, George.  David,  Margaret,  Mary  J.  and 
Sarah  A.  The  Copeland  family  is  of  Scotcb- 
Irish  descent.  John  Copeland  became  a pio- 
neer of  Salem  Township,  Jefferson  County,  and 
there  he  reared  his  large  family  and  taught 
all  of  them  to  be  useful.  John  A.  Copeland 
became  a farmer  of  Salem  Township,  and  there 
he  died  in  1880,  his  widow  surviving  him  until 
1894,  when  she  too  passed  away.  Four  children 
were  bom  to  John  A.  Copeland  and  his  wife, 
namely:  Amanda  E.,  William  S.,  Mary  E.,  and 
James  A.  The  family  all  belonged  to  the  Lu- 
theran Church,  and  took  an  active  part  in  local 
church  movements. 

Growing  up  in  his  native  township,  James  A. 
Copeland  attended  the  local  schools  and  after 
he  was  grown  he  began  farming,  remaining  in 
Salem  Township  until  1898,  when  he  came  to 
Jewett,  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  and  for  eight 
years  was  a salesman  for  Evans  & Stevehsoto, 
who  were  in  the  monument  business.  Mr.  Cbfle- 
land  then  went  Into  the  monument  business  for 
himself,  and  for  thirteen  years  has  been  so 
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engaged,  building  up  a very  large  trade  as  the 
artistic  value  and  perfection  of  his  work  gained 
appreciation. 

On  June  1,  1889,  Mr.  Copeland  was  married 
to  Mamie  E.  Porter,  a daughter  of  James  L.  and 
Mary  J.  Porter,  of  East  Springfield,  Ohio.  Two 
children  were  born  of  this  marrftige,  namely : 
William  Howard,  who  married  Ethel  Hilbert, 
and  had  one  child,  James  H. : and  Loyal  Her- 
bert, who  on  June  6,  1918,  enlisted  in  the  hos- 
pital service  for  the  great  war  after  being 
refused  admittance  to  a line  organization.  He 
sailed  for  Prance  as  a replacement  unit  the 
night  after  the  signing  of  the  armistice,  and 
landed  at  Bordeaux,  France,  and  was  assigned 
to  duty  in  the  office  of  chief  surgeon  at  Tours, 
France,  American  Headquarters,  and  was  pro- 
moted to  the  rank  of  corporal.  On  July  10, 
1919,  he  landed  in  the  United  States,  and  was 
honorably  discharged  not  long  thereafter. 

The  first  Mrs.  Copeland  died  on  June  8,  1913. 
and  Mr.  Copeland  was  afterward  married  to 
Mrs.  Susie  M.  Osborne.  Mr.  Copeland  has 
taken  an  active  part  in  civic  affairs,  and  in  ad- 
dition to  being  a member  of  the  City  Council 
from  1911  until  his  election  to  the  office  of 
mayor  he  served  that  body  as  its  president  for 
six  months,  and  is  now  the  chief  executive  of 
Jewett.  Under  his  careful  administration  of 
affairs  the  city  is  showing  an  admirable  ad- 
vance, and  he  is  admittedly  one  of  the  best 
mayors  the  city  has  ever  had,  and  succeeding 
officials  will  be  hard  put  to  it  in  order  to  make 
a better  record  than  Mr.  Copeland. 

Fred  A.  Thompson  is  the  owner  of  an  excel- 
lent farm  of  eighty  acres  in  Burnley  Township. 
Harrison  County,  and  is  here  proving  his  abil- 
ity and  progressiveness  as  an  enterprising  ex- 
emplar of  agricultural  and  live-stock  industry. 
Ho  was  born  in  Archer  Township,  this  county, 
on  the  16th  of  June,  1888,  and  is  a son  of  Har- 
vey L u and  Maria  (Shambaugh)  Thompson. 
The  father,  now  deceased,  Is  accorded  a memo- 
rial tribute  on  other  pages,  so  that  in  the  pres- 
ent sketch  further  review  of  the  family  hjstory 
is  not  required. 

Fred  A.  Thompson  did  not  manifest' more  than 
the  usual  amount  of  boyish  reluctance  when  he 
was  pursuing  his  rudimentary  studies  in  the  dis- 
trict schools  of  Archer  Township,  and  later  he 
applied  himself  with  appreciation  while  a stu- 
dent in  the  village  schools  at  Jewett.  In  1906, 
after  having  been  associated  in  the  work  of  the 
home  farm,  he  established  his  residence  at  Jew- 
ett, and  for  about  ten  years  thereafter  he  oper- 
ated a dray  line  in  that  village.  After  retiring 
from  this  business  he  was  engaged  in  teaming 
during  one  year,  and  in  1917  he  removed  to  his 
present  farm,  which  he  has  since  continued  to 
make  the  scene  of  vigorous  and  successful  en- 
terprise along  the  lines  of  advanced  agriculture 
and  stock-growing.  His  political  allegiance  Is 
given  to  the  republican  party.  His  wife  holds 
membership  in  the  Lutheran  Church  at  Jewett. 

In  December,  1909,  Mr.  Thompson  was  united 
in  marriage  to  Mins  Carrie  Groves,  daughter  of 
Samuel  Groves,  and  they  have  five  children — 
Forrest,  Mary,  John,  Gwen  and  Eva.  In  con- 
nection with  his  general  farm  operations  Mr. 


Thompson  conducts  a prosperous  dairy  enter- 
prise. 

Harry  A.  Heavilin  is  numbered  among  the 
progressive  young  farmers  of  Archer  Township, 
and  is  well  maintaining  the  civic  and  industrial 
honors  of  a family  name  that  has  been  long 
and  worthily  linked  with  the  history  of  Har- 
rison County.  For  adequate  data  concerning 
the  Heavilin  family  reference  may  be  made  to 
the  sketch  of  the  career  of  Frank  M.  Heavilin, 
on  “other  pages  of  this  work. 

Harry  A.  Heavilin  was  bom  in  Archer  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County,  on  the  16th  of  Decem- 
ber, 1885,  and  to  the  public  schools  of  his  native 
county  he  is  indebted  for  his  early  educational 
discipline.  He  gained  first-hand  knowledge  of 
the  details  of  agricultural  and  live-stock  indus- 
try, as  he  early  began  to  assist  in  the  work  of 
his  father’s  farm,  and  he  remained  with  his 
parents  on  the  old  home  farm  until  the  time  of 
his  marriage,  since  which  time  he  has  been 
successfully  engaged  in  farm  enterprise  on  a 
well  improved  place  of  130  acres,  and  he  is 
known  as  one  of  the  vigorous  and  thrifty  rep- 
resentatives of  farm  industry  In  his  native 
township.  He  is  a republican  in  politics  and 
he  and  liis  wife  hold  membership  In  the  Asbury 
Chapel  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

On  the  30th  of  April.  1918,  was  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  Mr.  Heavilin  to  Miss  Wilma 
Auld.  daughter  of  Allison  P.  Auld,  of  Washing- 
ton Township,  Harrison  County,  and  they  are 
popular  factors  in  the  social  life  of  their  home 
community. 

John  S".  Reppait,  who  is  the  owner  of  a well 
improved  farm  of  seventy-five  acres  in  Short 
Creek  Township,  Harrison  County,  was  bom  in 
this  township  on  the  19th  of  September,  1856, 
and  during  his  entire  active  career  he  has  been 
identified  with  farm  industry  in  his  native 
township,  besides  which  he  has  owned  and 
operated  a threshing  outfit  during  the  past 
thirty  years.  He  also  has  operated  a saw  mill 
for  a long  period  of  years,  but  since  1917  has 
found  practically  no  requisition  for  his  mill, 
owing  to  the  limited  amount  of  available  lum- 
ber In  the  immediate  sections.  He  has  brought 
about  an  effective  co-ordination  in  the  agricul- 
tural and  live-stock  departments  of  his  farm 
enterprise,  and  his  only  son  is  now  his  partner 
in  the  operation  of  the  farm,  the  while  they 
have  become  specially  successful  in  breeding 
and  raising  registered  Holstein  cattle,  Duroc- 
Jersey  swine,  and  Cheviot  sheep,  the  Reppart 
farm  having  exhibited  its  fine  live  stock  at  the 
Harrison  COunty  and  other  fairs  since  1915. 
Mr.  Reppart  is  a republican  in  politics,  has  al- 
ways taken  lively  Interest  in  the  welfare  and 
advancement  of  his  native  county,  and  has  se- 
cure place  in  popular  confidence  and  good  will. 
His  wife  bolds  membership  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church  at  Adema. 

Mr.  Reppart  gained  his  early  education  In  the 
schools  of  his  native  township  and  is  a scion 
of  one  of  the  sterling  pioneer  families  of  Har- 
rison County.  He  is  a son  of  William  S.  and 
Nancy  < Smith)  Reppart,  the  former  of  whom 
was  bom  in  Short  Creek  Township  in  1830,  and

the  latter  of  whom  was  bom  In  Tuscarawas 
County,  a daughter  of  John  Smith.  The  mar- 
riage of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Reppart  was  solemnized 
November  15,  1855. 

Daniel  Reppart,  grandfather  of  the  subject 
of  this  review,  was  bora  in  Wales  in  1788.  He 
was  a young  man  when  he  came  to  the  United 
States  and  established  his  home  in  Philadel- 
phia, Pennsylvania,  where  his  first  marriage 
occurred  and  where  were  born  all  of  the  chil- 
dren— three  or  more — of  this  union.  On  the 
occasion  of  an  epidemic  of  yellow  fever  In  Penn- 
sylvania he  removed  with  his  family  to  Read- 
ing that  state,  and  there  his  wife  died  of  the 
fever,  as  did  also  all  of  their  children  except 
Frederick  Jesse.  In  1825  Daniel  Reppart  mar- 
ried Miss  Hannah  Stephens,  who  was  born 
July  26,  1786,  and  shortly  after  their  marriage 
they  came  to  Ohio  and  became  pioneer  settlers 
in  Harrison  County.  His  son  Frederick  J.,  of 
the  first  marriage,  remained  in  Pennsylvania, 
and  the  members  of  the  family  in  Ohio  finally 
lost  practically  all  trace  of  him.  Daniel  Rep- 
part initiated  the  development  of  a farm  in  the 
midst  of  the  forest  wilds  of  Short  Creek  Town- 
ship, and  on  the  old  homestead  he  and  his  wife 
remained  until  their  deaths,  Mrs.  Reppart  hav- 
ing passed  away  May  23,  1858,  and  her  hus- 
band's death  occurred  on  the  10th  of  the  fol- 
lowing December.  They  became  the  parents  of 
two  children : David,  who  was  born  in  1826  and 
whose  death  occurred  May  28,  1887 ; ; and  Will- 
iam S.,  father  of  him  whose  name  introduces 
this  record. 

William  S.  Reppart  attended  the  pioneer 
schools  of  Short  Creek  Township,  and  as  a 
young  man  he  learned  the  trade  of  stone  mason. 
As  a skilled  workman  at  his  trade  he  assisted 
in  the  building  of  the  bridges  on  the  old  plank 
road  from  Cadiz  to  Adena,  and  in  connection 
with  farm  enterprise  he  continued  to  work  at 
his  trade  to  a greater  or  less  extent  for  a long 
term  of  years.  He  was  one  of  the  substantial 
and  honored  citizens  of  Short  Creek  Township, 
where  his  death  occurred  in  November,  1898,  in 
the  house  in  which  he  was  born.  His  widow 
passed  to  eternal  rest  on  the  25th  of  February, 
1903,  she  having  been  a zealous  member  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Reppart  became  the  parents  of  three  children — 
John  S.,  the  immediate  subject  of  this  sketch; 
Thomas  F.,  who  is  individually  mentioned  on 
other  pages;  and  Junius  L.,  who  likewise  is 
Individually  represented  In  this  publication. 

On  the  13th  of  March,  1879,  was  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  John  S.  Reppart  to  Miss  Al- 
mira Johnson,  who  likewise  was  bora  and  reared 
in  Harrison  County  and  who  is  a daughter  of 
the  late  Jonas  and  Sarah  (Dunlap)  Johnson. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Reppart  have  six  children:  Anna 
Belle  is  the  wife  of  Jesse  Nation,  and  they  have 
three  children,  Olive  Moslea,  Alta  May  and 
Everett  Emmerson.  Charles  J.,  the  only  son,  is 
associated  with  his  father  in  the  operation  of 
the  home  farm.  He  married  Miss  Mary  Adams, 
and  their  children  are  Charles  Floyd,  John 
Ellsworth,  Emmerson  Roy,  who  died  at  the  age 
of  two  years  and  eight  months,  and  David  Ver- 
ner.  Lucy  L.  and  Sadie  E.  are  twins,  the  for- 
mer being  the  wife  of  Samuel  Buchanan  and 


they  have  four  children,  Bernice  Berdena,  Ruth 
Hannah,  Edgar  Franklin  and  Samuel  Halford, 
and  the  latter  is  the  wife  of  Charles  March- 
bank  and  they  have  four  children:  Raymond 
Lamoyne,  Laura  Elmyra,  Charles  Emmerson 
and  John  Wesley.  Grace  May  is  the  wife  of 
Oscar  Singer  and  they  have  two  living  children 
and  one  dead,  as  follows:  Albert  Lloyd  and 
Delbert  Roy,  and  Eleanor  Vincetta,  deceased. 
Mary  Alice  is  the  wife  of  Orla  Burdette,  and 
they  have  one  son,  John  Clifton. 

Aoam  D.  Pobteb  Is  a representative  ef  the 
fourth  generation  of  the  Porter  family  to  be 
Identified  with  farm  Industry  and  to  the  ex- 
emplar of  loyal  and  progressive  citizenship  In 
Harrison  County,  his  paternal  grandfather  hav- 
ing been  one  of  the  pioneer  settlers  of  Cadiz 
Township  and  he  himself  being  one  of  the  sub- 
stantial farmers  and  representative  citizens  of 
Athens  Township.  His  birth  occurred  in  Cadiz 
Township,  August  12,  1857.  In  the  same  town- 
ship his  father,  John  Porter,  was  born  on  the 
31st  of  January.  1831,  a son  of  Samuel  and  Re- 
l>ecca  (Dickerson)  Porter,  the  former  of  who 
was  born  in  Pennsylvania,  September  17,  1800, 
and  the  latter  was  born  August  23,  1802,  their 
marriage  having  been  solemnized  April  5,  1827. 
Mrs.  Porter  was  a daughter  of  Joshua  and 
Sarah  (Dunlap)  Dickerson,  and  her  father  like- 
wise was  a sterling  pioneer  and  successful 
farmer  of  Harrison  County.  Joshua  and  Sarah 
Dickerson  became  the  parents  of  nine  children 
— Joshua,  Jr.,  John,  Adam,  William,  Rebecca, 
Susan,  Sarah  (died  in  childhood),  and  Jane 
and  Mary  (twins). 

Samuel  Porter,  grandfather  of  the  subject  of 
this  review,  was  a son  of  Samuel  and  Sarah 
(Burns)  Porter,  who  were  bom  and  reared  in 
Pennsylvania,  where  the  former  learned  the 
saddler’s  trade  and  where  he  remained  until 
1802,  when  he  came  with  his  family  to  what  is 
now  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  where  he  became 
associated  with  his  brother  James  in  the  owner- 
ship of  an  entire  section  of  heavily  timbered 
land.  He  reclaimed  a farm  in  the  midst  of  the 
forest,  and  as  the  only  saddler  in  the  county 
he  found  much  demand  for  his  service  at  his 
trade  in  the  early  days.  He  developed  one  of 
the  best  farms  in  the  county,  the  land  having 
been  purchased  from  the  Government,  and  here 
he  continued  to  reside  until  his  death,  August  2, 
1869,  at  the  patriarchal  age  of  165  years.  His 
wife  was  born  August  15,  1786,  and  died  in 
1830,  both  having  been  sincere  members  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  and  his  political  allegiance 
having  been  given  to  the  democratic  party.  This 
honored  pioneer  couple  became  the  parents  of 
eleven  children — John,  James,  Smiley,  David, 
Samuel,  Jane,  Jolly,  Elizabeth,  Nancy  (died  in 
Infancy),  Irwin  and  Sarah,  the  last  two  having 
never  married  and  having  remained  on  the  old 
homestead  until  their  deaths.  It  should  be 
noted  In  this  connection  that  the  Porter  family 
was  founded  in  Pennsylvania  in  the  early  colo- 
nial epoch  and  that  representatives  of  the  same 
were  patriot  soldiers  in  the  war  of  the  Revolu- 
tion. besides  which  the  family  contributed  one 
or  more  soldiers  to  the  War  of  1812. 
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. Samuel  Porter,  Jr.,  grandfather*  of  him  whose 
name  initiates  this  review,  was  a small  child 
at  the  time  of  the  family  removal  to  Harrison 
(bounty,  where  he  was  reared  under  the  condi- 
tions of  the  early  pioneer  period.  He  became 
one  of  the  substantial  farmers  of  Cadiz  Town- 
ship and  there  remained  on  his  old  homestead 
farm  of  eighty  acres  until  his  death,  December 
23,  1869,  only  a few  months  after  the  death  of 
his  remarkably  aged  father.  His  widow  long 
survived  him  and  was  summoned  to  eternal 
rest  on  the  6th  of  February,  1892,  both  having 
been  devout  members  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church.  The  names  and  respective  birth  dates 
of  their  children  are  here  recorded;  Joshua, 
May  20,.  1828;  Sarah,  September  8,  1829;  John, 
January  31,  1831;  Samuel,  November  17,  1832; 
Mary  Jane,  October  7,  1834;  William,  April  7, 
1836;  Adam,  November  30.  1837;  Rebecca,  June 
21,  1840;  and  Susanna,  July  10,  1842. 

John  Porter  was  reared  on  the  old  home  farm 
and  acquired  his  early  education  in  the  pioneer 
schools  of  Cadiz  Township.  In  that  township 
he  initiated  his  independent  career  as  a farmer, 
and  there  he  continued  his  residence  on  his  farm 
until  1894,  when  he  removed  to  Cadiz,  the 
county  seat.  In  1901,  however,  he  located  on 
a farm  near  Cadiz  Junction,  and  after  remain- 
ing there  six  years  he  returned  to  the  city  of 
Cadiz,  where  he  has  since  lived  retired.  He  Is 
a democrat  in  politics  and  is  a member  of 
United  Presbyterian  Church  as  was  also  his 
wife.  November  13,  1856,  recorded  his  mar- 
riage to  Miss  Sarah  Dunlap,  daughter  of  Adam 
find  Martha  (Thompson)  Dunlap,  members  of 
honored  pioneer  families  of  Harrison  County. 
Mrs.  Porter  passed  away  on  the  2d  of  October, 
1901.  Of  their  children  the  eldest  is  Adam 
D.,  Jr.,  immediate  subject  of  this  sketch,  the 
names  of  the  other  five  being  as  here  noted : 
Martha  J.,  Mary  E.,  Rebecca  Amanda  (de- 
ceased), Sarah  Lydia  and  Susan  I. 

Adam  D.  Porter,  Jr.,  gained  his  youthful  edu- 
cation in  the  district  school  locally  known  as 
the  Pike’s  Peak  School  in  Cadiz  Township,  and 
his  initial  experience  of  practical  order  was 
gained  In  connection  with  the  work  of  his  fa- 
ther’s farm.  As  a young  man  he  worked  at  the 
carpenter’s  trade  at  intervals,  but  the  basic  in- 
dustry of  agriculture  has  claimed  his  allegiance 
during  practically  the  entire  period  of  his  inde- 
pendent career.  He  continued  as  a farmer  in 
Cadiz  Township  until  1908,  when  he  removed  to 
his  present  excellent  farm  of  eighty-four  acres 
in  Athens  Township,  where  he  stands  as  an  ex- 
ponent of  agricultural  and  live-stock  enterprise. 
He  is  a democrat  in  his  political  adherency  and 
his  wife  holds  membership  in  the  First  Presby- 
terian Church  at  Cadiz. 

On  the  15th  of  September,  1886,  Mr.  Porter 
married  Miss  Samantha  Jane  Thompson,  who 
was  born  and  reared  in  Harrison  County,  a 
daughter  of  Joseph  and  Hannah  (Shields) 
Thompson.  In  the  concluding  paragraph  of  this 
sketch  is  entered  brief  record  concerning  the 
children  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Porter: 

George  married  Miss  Florence  Coleman  and 
is  engaged  in  farming  in  his  native  county. 
Mary  is  the  wife  of  Chester  Bushy,  of  this 
county.  John  Joseph  was  one  of  the  gallant 


young  men  contributed  by  Harrison  County  to 
the  nation’s  service  in  the  late  World  war.  On 
the  6th  of  October,  1917,  he  entered  service  at 
Camp  Sherman,  Ohio,  and  in  the  following 
month  he  was  sent  to  Camp  Pike,  Arkansas, 
and  in  April,  1919.  went  to  Camp  Mills,  New 
York.  On  the  10th  of  the  following  month  he 
sailed  for  the  stage  of  war,  arriving  at  Dover, 
England,  on  the  24th  of  that  month  and  in 
France  on  the  5th  of  June.  He  forthwith  en- 
tered active  service  with  the  American  Expedi- 
tionary Forces,  and  he  took  part  in  the  famous 
Chateau  Thierry  campaign,  in  which  he  was 
wounded  in  the  left  arm  on  the  18th  of  July. 
His  injury  caused  him  to  be  confined  five  weeks 
in  Base  Hospital  No.  36,  and  on  the  11th  of 
September,  1918,  he  rejoined  his  command  as 
a member  of  Company  A,  Fifty-eighth  Infantry. 
Fourth  Division.  He  took  part  in  the  Meuse- 
Argonne  offensive  movement  of  the  allied  troops 
September  25  to  October  19,  1918,  and  after  the 
signing  of  the  historic  armistice  he  was  with 
the  army  of  occupation  in  Germany  until  July 
on  the  11th  of  which  month  he  left  Coblenz  for 
Brest,  from  which  port  he  sailed  for  the  United 
States  on  the  24th  of  that  month.  He  arrived 
in  the  port  of  New  York  city  on  the  1st  of 
August,  and  received  his  honorable  discharge  on 
the  8th  of  that  month.  He  endured  the  full 
tension  of  the  great  conflict  on  the  blood-stained 
fields  of  France,  and  made  a record  that  shall 
ever  reflect  honor  upon  his  name.  He  returned 
to  the  parental  home  after  receiving  his  dis- 
charge. Adam  Craig  Pdrter,  the  next  younger 
son,  entered  service  at  Camp  Sherman  October 
6,  1917,  was  later  assigned  to  the  remount  serv- 
ice, and  with  his  command  sailed  for  France 
October  6,  1918.  There  he  continued  in  the  re- 
mount service  until  the  close  of  the  war,  and  he 
arrived  in  his  native  land  In  July,  1919,  his 
honorable  discharge  having  been  received  on  the 
8th  of  that  month,  and  he  likewise  having 
gladly  returned  to  his  native  county,  as  one  of 
the  honored  young  veterans  of  the  World  war. 
The  two  younger  sons,  still  at  the  parental 
home,  are  William  H.  and  Carl  H. 

Jasper  H.  Roudebush.  The  career  of  Jasper 
H.  Roudebush  is  an  expression  of  well-directed 
and  intelligent  industry,  of  devotion  to  the  best 
Interests  of  the  community,  and  of  promotion 
of  the  best  tenets  of  agriculture.  His  financial 
standing  Is  indicated  by  the  possession  of  354 
acres  of  highly  valuable  land,  located  all  in  one 
body  in  Washington  Township,  a community  In 
which  he  has  passed  his  entire  life  and  where 
the  people  recognize  him  as  a practical  agri- 
culturist and  skilled  raiser  of  stock.  Mr. 
Roudebush  is  a self-made  man,  and  all  his  pos- 
sessions have  come  to  him  through  the  exercise 
of  thrift,  good  management  and  business  sa- 
gacity. 

Jasper  H.  Roudebush  was  born  February  6, 
1875.  on  a farm  in  Washington  Township,  Car- 
roll  County,  a son  of  Mathias  and  Anna 
(Blazer)  Roudebush.  His  paternal  grandpar- 
ents were  Jesse  and  Jane  Ann  (Poole)  Roude- 
bush, early  settlers  of  Washington  Township, 
and  his  maternal  grandfather  was  Philip  B. 
Blazer,  who  was  numbered  also  among  the  early 
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residents  of  Carroll  County.  Mathias  Roude- 
bush  was  born  in  Washington  Township,  where 
he  was  reared  and  educated  and,  following  his 
marriage  to  Anna  Blazer,  who  was  born  In 
Center  Township,  this  county,  settled  on  a farm 
in  Washington  Township,  where  they  passed 
the  remainder  of  their  lives.  Mrs.  Roudebush 
died  when  her  son  was  only  three  years  old, 
Mr.  Roudebush  surviving  until  July,  1918. 
They  had  but  two  children:  Jasper  H.  and 
Philip,  the  latter  of  whom  is  now  deceased. 

Jasper  H.  Roudebush  acquired  his  educational 
training  in  the  district  school  adjacent  to  his 
father’s  farm  and  remained  on  the  home  place 
until  two  years  after  his  marriage,  when  he 
bought  110  acres  of  land  in  Washington  Town- 
ship. To  this  he  has  since  added  by  thrift 
and  industry  until  he  now  has  354  acres,  all  in 
one  body,  on  which  he  has  modern  improve- 
ments and  the  best  of  buildings  and  equipment. 
In  addition  to  carrying  on  general  farming,  he 
is  successfully  raising  Shorthorn  cattle,  hogs 
and  other  live-stock,  and  in  all  departments  of 
his  work  operates  under  modern  methods.  He 
has  kept  pace  with  the  advance  in  agriculture 
through  the  various  mediums  at  the  disposal 
of  intelligent  students  of  land  culture,  and  is  a 
valued  member  of  Washington  Township  Grange 
No.  1981,  of  which  he  was  formerly  master. 
He  belongs  to  the  Mount  Olive  Disciples 
Church,  in  which  he  is  an  elder.  Politically  a 
republican,  Mr.  Roudebush  wields  a distinct  in- 
fluence in  the  ranks  of  his  party  and  for  many 
years  was  a member  of  the  central  committee. 
Since  1914  he  has  served  in  the  office  of  justice 
of  the  peace,  and  in  the  fall  of  1920  was  elected 
County  Commissioner.  A man  of  sterling  gen- 
eral worth,  he  is  respected  by  all  with  whom 
he  is  associated,  and  represents,  in  the  variety 
and  extent  of  his  success,  an  example  worthy 
of  emulation  by  the  youth  of  the  rising  gen- 
eration. 

On  January  10,  1900,  Mr.  Roudebush  married 
Miss  Margaret  Shepherd,  who  was  born  April 
6,  1874,  in  Center  Township,  Carroll  County,  a 
daughter  of  James  and  Ann  Eliza  (Bothwell) 
Shepherd,  early  settlers  of  Carroll  County.  To 
this  union  there  have  been  born  two  children: 
Alma,  who  is*  a teacher  in  the  public  schools 
of  Carroll  County,  and  Martha,  who  resides 
with  her  parents  and  is  in  high  school. 

James  A.  McLaughlin.  The  late  James  A 
McLaughlin,  of  Short  Creek  Township,  was  for 
thirteen  years  one  of  the  successful  farmers 
and  live-stock  men  of  his  community,  and  his 
name  is  held  in  the  highest  esteem  in  Harrison 
County,  while  his  own  career  and  the  history 
of  his  family  lend  distinction  to  the  pioneer 
annals  of  this  section  of  Ohio. 

Mr.  McLaughlin  was  born  at  Adena,  Jefferson 
County,  Ohio,  November  24,  1849,  son  of  William 
J.  and  Elizabeth  (Berry)  McLaughlin.  His 
father  was  born  at  the  old  McLaughlin  home- 
stead near  Adena  in  Jefferson  County  March 
3.  1812.  His  mother  was  born  near  Venice  in 
Jefferson  County,  Pennsylvania,  July  15,  1815. 
They  were  married  October  20,  1840.  The  par- 
ents of  Elizabeth  Berry  were  William  and  Jane 
(McConnell)  Berry.  Her  father  was  born  and 


reared  in  Washington  County,  where  he 
learned  the  carpenter’s  trade  in  youth,  later 
became  a successful  operator  of  a flour  mill  at 
Venice,  and  owned  and  developed  a good  farm 
in  that  locality,  where  he  spent  his  entire  life. 
He  served  more  than  thirty  years  in  office  as 
justice  of  the  peace.  He  and  his  wife  were 
zealous  members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  in  which  he  served  as  an  elder  for 
many  years.  Their  children  were  named  John, 
Mary,  Elizabeth,  William,  Matthew,  Prudence 
and  James. 

John  McLaughlin,  founder  of  the  family  of 
that  name  in  southeastern  Ohio,  was  born  in 
Cecil  Township,  Washington  County,  Pennsyl- 
vania, and  married  there  Miss  Anna  Johnson. 
In  1801  he  became  one  of  the  earliest  settlers 
in  S'mithfleld  Township,  Jefferson  County, 
where  he  and  his  wife  endured  the  circum- 
stances of  the  frontier  while  he  was  reclaiming 
a farm  from  the  forest  wilds.  He  was  an 
honored  and  Influential  citizen  of  the  county 
and  for  seventeen  years  was  a member  of  the 
Lower  House  of  the  Legislature,  having  a rec- 
ord of  sixteen  consecutive  years  in  that  office. 
He  impressed  his  ability  upon  the  legislative 
record  of  the  period  and  was  the  first  to  suggest 
and  urge  the  establishment  of  a state  asylum 
for  the  deaf  and  dumb.  He  and  his  wife  were 
revered  pioneers  of  this  county.  They  were 
United  Presbyterians.  Their  family  of  chil- 
dren were  Eliza,  Polly,  Nancy,  Peggie,  Anna, 
William  J.,  John,  James  M.,  Jane,  Catherine 
and  Samuel  R.  Samuel  R.  was  distinguished 
by  a brilliant  intellect,  being  only  twelve  years 
old  when  he  gained  admission  to  Franklin  Col- 
lege at  New  Athens. 

William  J.  McLaughlin  was  reared  and  edu- 
cated in  Smith  field  Township,  Jefferson  County. 
Virtually  his  entire  active  career  was  devoted 
to  farming,  with  a high  degree  of  success  and 
accompanied  with  the  responsibilities  of  an  in- 
fluential citizen.  He  was  a republican,  and  he 
and  his  wife  were  members  of  the  United  Pres- 
byterian Church.  His  death  occurred  in  Janu- 
ary, 1894,  while  his  wife  passed  away  December 
28.  1898.  The  names  and  respective  birth  dates 
of  their  children  were:  John  M.,  January  8, 
1843 ; Jane,  December  25,  1845 ; William  G., 
April  25,  1847;  James  A.,  November  24,  1849; 
Samuel,  March  24,  1854 ; and  Martha,  October 
8,  1856. 

The  late  James  A.  McLaughlin  during  his 
youth  acquired  a fortifying  experience  in  con- 
nection with  the  work  of  the  old  home  farm, 
and  at  the  same  time  profited  by  the  advan- 
tages of  the  district  schools.  In  his  native 
township  as  a young  man  he  commenced  farm- 
ing for  himself,  and  during  the  long  intervening 
years  gave  unwearying  industry  and  allegiance 
to  the  production  of  crops  and  live-stock,  with 
a degree  of  success  merited  by  his  labors  and 
good  judgment.  The  scene  of  his  farming  en- 
terprise continued  in  Jefferson  County  until 
1907,  in  which  year  he  removed  to  Short  Creek 
Township  and  for  the  next  six  years  was  en- 
gaged in  partnership  with  his  sons  William  W. 
and  Wilmer  M.  in  farming  and  live-stock  opera- 
tions. In  1913  he  and  his  son  Wilmer  M.  be- 
came partners  in  the  operation  of  the  old  I^add 
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farm,  and  he  so  continued  until  his  death  on 
February  14,  1920.  During  his  time  the  part- 
nership became  notable  for  the  successful 
breeding  of  registered  black-top  Spanish  Ma- 
rino sheep  and  registered  Jersey  cattle. 

Mr.  McLaughlin  was  a republican,  though  he 
never  sought  or  held  public  office.  He  and  his 
family  were  United  Presbyterians  and  at  the 
time  of  his  death  he  was  an  elder  in  the  Harris- 
ville  United  Presbyterian  Church. 

February  26,  1874,  Mr.  McLaughlin  married 
Miss  Sarah  A.  Barkhurst.  She  was  also  born 
and  reared  in  Jefferson  County.  Her  father, 
William  Barkhurst,  was  of  pioneer  stock.  Mr. 
McLaughlin  was  bereaved  of  his  devoted  com- 
panion of  more  than  thirty  years  on  February 
22,  1906.  The  memory  of  her  kindly  personality 
is  deeply  cherished  in  Jefferson  County  and  by 
her  children  and  grandchildren  in  Harrison 
County.  Of  the  children  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  James 
A.  McLaughlin  Ella  May,  born  February  29, 
1876,  is  the  wife  of  George  T.  Davis  and  has 
three  children,  named  James  Howells,  Sarah 
Catherine  and  Martha.  Mary  E.,  who  was  born 
January  10,  1879,  is  the  wife  of  Rev.  Herbert 
Haldy,  a clergyman  of  the  Society  of  Friends. 
They  have  two  children,  Helen  Avien  and  Jose- 
phine A.  The  sons  of  William  Wilson  and 
Wilmer  M.  are  accorded  special  mention  in  these 
pages.  Jennie  B.,  who  was  born  May  1,  1886, 
died  July  3,  1891.  Russell  H.,  the  youngest, 
was  bom  November  16,  1888.  married  Miss  May 
Rogers  and  has  two  children,  John  Howard  and 
Martha  Marie. 

Wilmeb  M.  McLaughlin,  of  Short  Creek 
Township,  Harrison  County,  is  recognized  as 
one  of  the  successful  and  representative  farmers 
and  stock-raisers  and  is  a son  of  the  late  James 
A.  McLaughlin,  of  a prominent  pioneer  family 
of  Jefferson  County  and  whose  connections  with 
the  life  and  affairs  of  that  county  and  also  with 
Harrison  County  are  reviewed  in  the  preceding 
sketch. 

Wilmer  M.  McLaughlin  was  bora  in  Belmont 
County,  Ohio,  November  19,  1882.  He  was 
reared  in  that  county  and  educated  in  the 
schools  of  Belmont  and  Jefferson  counties.  In 
1907  he  came  with  his  father  and  other  mem- 
bers of  the  family  to  Short  Creek  Township, 
and  he  and  his  father  and  brother,  William  W., 
engaged  in  farming  and  the  stock  business  in 
partnership,  their  partnership  being  continued 
for  six  years,  until  terminated  in  1913.  The 
son  Wilmer  M.  and  his  father  continued  part- 
nership relations  in  farming  and  stock-raising 
on  the  old  Ladd  farm  until  the  death  of  his 
father  in  19(20.  Since  then  Wilmer  M.  McLaugh- 
lin has  continued  the  operation  of  this  well 
known  stock  farm  and  is  one  of  the  recognized 
authorities  on  pure  bred  cattle  and  sheep  in 
that  section  of  the  state. 

He  stands  for  all  that  is  best  in  citizenship, 
and  is  an  honor  to  his  community,  is  indus- 
trious. and  has  exemplified  the  quality  of  fair 
dealing  and  consistency  in  his  relations  both 
to  business  and  the  fundamental  religious  prin- 
ciples of  life.  He  is  a member  of  the  Harris- 
ville  United  Presbyterian  Church  and  a repub- 
lican in  politics. 


September  18,  1912,  Mr.  McLaughlin  married 
Miss  Matilda  McFhrland,  who  was  born  in 
Short  Creek  Township  July  26,  1898,  daughter 
of  James  T.  and  Hattie  (Lynn)  McFarland. 
Her  father  was  a native  of  Cadiz  Township 
and  her  mother  of  Short  Creek.  Mrs.  McLaugh- 
lin was  educated  in  the  district  schools  of  Jef- 
ferson County  and  in  the  Harrisville  High 
School,  and  is  a member  of  the  Harrisville 
United  Presbyterian  Church.  She  is  a most  es- 
timable woman,  wife  and  mother,  and  an  earn- 
est helpmate  to  her  husband.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
McLaughlin  are  the  parents  of  a daughter  and 
a son,  Sarah  Marie,  born  August  14,  1916,  and 
George  William,  born  December  29,  1919. 

John  S.  Evans.  It  would  be  difficult  to  find 
a family  more  representative  of  the  solid  re- 
liable qualities  deemed  so  desirable  in  a neigh- 
borhood of  hard-working,  thrifty  and  loyal 
Americans  than  that  bearing  the  name  of  Evans, 
of  whom  John  S.  Evans  of  Archer  Township, 
Harrison  County,  Ohio,  is  a worthy  member. 
He  was  bora  at  Covington,  Kentucky,  in  1870, 
a son  of  George  Evans,  and  grandson  of  Hugh 
Evans,  both  of  the  last  two  being  natives  of 
Lannasanna,  North  Wales.  Hugh  Evans  was 
a minister  of  the  Methodist  faith,  who  died  in 
North  Wales  when  forty-five  years  of  age.  In 
addition  to  discharging  his  mfnisterial  duties 
he  owned  and  operated  a woolen  factory  in  his 
native  place.  Hugh  Evans  was  the  father  of 
the  following  children : Anna,  Mary,  Margaret, 
Ellen.  Jane,  William,  Richard,  John,  George 
and  an  unnamed  infant  son. 

George  Evans,  who  was  bora  in  1834,  was 
reared  in  North  Wales,  and  there  was  married 
to  Jane  Jones,  who  was  born  in  North  Wales 
in  1838,  the  marriage  taking  place  in  1861.  As 
a young  man  he  learned  the  bricklaying  trade, 
but  did  not  find  the  opening  he  desired  in  his 
own  land,  so  decided  to  seek  his  fortune  in 
another.  About  1865  he  came  to  the  United 
States,  bringing  with  him  his  wife  and  one 
child.  They  stopped  for  a short  time  at  Troy, 
New  York,  from  whence  they  made  their  way 
westward  as  far  as  Cincinnati,  Ohio.  A few 
months  later  they  made  another  change  when 
they  went  to  Covington,  Kentucky,  and  that  city 
continued  to  be  their  home  until  1870,  when 
they  went  to  Pittsburgh.  Pennsylvania,  and  dur- 
ing the  short  time  they  lived  in  that  city  George 
Evans  was  employed  on  the  construction  of  the 
old  Postoffice  Building.  In  1871  he  came  to 
Cadiz,  Ohio,  and  there  he  assisted  in  erecting 
the  mill,  and  set  the  first  steam  engine  in  it. 
About  1875  he  and  his  family  returned  to  Eng- 
land. but  he  came  back  to  the  United  States 
by  himself  in  1884,  and  after  three  months 
spent  at  Cadiz,  Ohio,  getting  things  ready  for 
them,  he  sent  for  his  family,  who  then  joined 
him.  From  then  on  he  continued  to  reside  in 
Harrison  County.  He  and  his  wife  had  the 
following  children : Mariam  Jane,  who  married 
James  Mattern;  Anna,  who  married  Asbury 
Freshwater;  John  S>.,  whose  name  appears  at 
the  opening  of  this  review;  William,  who  mar- 
ried Clara  Mealey;  George,  who  was  fifth  in 
order  of  birth;  and  Ellen,  who  married  Charley 
X.  Raynard.  George  Evans  died  in  October, 
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1913,  and  his  widow  in  June,  1916,  both  as 
devout  members  of  the  Welsh  Baptist  Church. 

John  S.  Evans  followed  his  father’s  example 
and  learned  to  be  a bricklayer,  and  worked  at 
his  trade  for  a number  of  years,  and  during 
that  period  did  some  contract  building.  For 
the  post  nine  years,  however,  he  has  been  en- 
gaged in  farming  and  also  deals  in  stock  to 
some  extent.  His  ninety-five  acres  of  land  are 
well  cultivated  and  devoted  to  a general  line 
of  diversified  crops  and  the  raising  of  some 
stock. 

On  November  2,  1892,  John  S.  Evans  was 
married  to  Margaretta  Osburn,  a daughter  of 
John  and  Sarah  (Amspoker)  Osburn,  of  Archer 
Township.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Evans  have  two  chil- 
dren: Susie  Alice,  who  married  Oakley  Hen- 
niss,  and  has  one  child,  Ellen ; and  Sarah 
Margaret,  who  married  Benjamin  H.  Findling, 
and  has  one  child,  Dorcas  Winnifred,  who  was 
born  October  28,  1916. 

James  S.  Gillogly  has  shown  no  indirection 
or  uncertainty  in  the  management  of  his  sub- 
stantial farm  industry,  and  has  gained  the 
maximum  returns  from  his  well  improved  farm 
of  100  acres  in  Short  Creek  Township,  Harri- 
son County. 

Mr.  Gillogly  was  born  in  Greene  County, 
Pennsylvania,  on  the  21st  of  December.  1862, 
and  is  a son  of  Andrew  J.  and  Eliza  (Grim) 
Gillogly,  both  of  whom  were  born  and  reared 
in  that  county,  where  the  father  devoted  his 
entire  active  career  to  farming  enterprise,  save 
for  a period  of  three  years  spent  in  similar 
activity  In  the  State  of  Illinois.  Both  he  and 
his  wife  were  venerable  citizens  of  their  native 
county  at  the  time  of  their  deaths,  and  both 
were  consistent  members  of  the  Baptist  Church. 
To  them  were  born  eight  children — Mary  Anna, 
William  (died  in  childhood),  Arbelle,  James  S., 
Spencer,  Flora  Jane,  Laura  and  Andrew  Perry. 

James  S.  Gillogly  is  indebted  to  the  public 
schools  of  his  native  county  for  his  early  edu- 
cation, and  there  also  was  staged  his  first  in- 
dependent enterprise  in  connection  with  farm- 
ing. He  became  the  owner  of  one  of  the  excel- 
lent farms  of  Greene  County,  and  there  con- 
tinued his  residence  until  1907,  when  he  sold 
his  property  in  the  old  Keystone  state  and  pur- 
chased his  present  homestead  farm  in  Short 
Creek  Township.  The  original  purchase  was  a 
tract  of  127  acres,  to  which  he  has  since  added 
until  he  now  has  a productive  and  well  kept 
farm  of  160  acres,  devoted  to  diversified  agri- 
culture and  the  raising  of  good  types  of  live- 
stock. His  political  allegiance  is  given  to  the 
democratic  party,  and  he  and  his  wife  are 
active  members  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  at  Harrisville. 

The  year  1895  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Gillogly  to  Miss  Dora  L.  Smith,  who  likewise 
was  born  and  reared  in  Greene  County,  Penn- 
sylvania, where  her  father,  George  Smith,  was 
a prosperous  farmer.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Gillogly 
became  the  parents  of  four  children:  Gail  died 
on  April  9,  1917,  at  the  age  of  twenty-four 
years;  and  the  surviving  children  are  Straus 
James,  who  married  Florence  Mulvihill,  of 
Cadiz  Township;  Leona,  who  married  Craig 


Seibert,  of  Short  Creek  Township;  and  Howard. 
Straus  James,  the  elder  son,  represented  his 
home  county  in  the  national  military  service  in 
the  late  World  war.  On  the  25th  of  July,  1918, 
he  entered  service  at  Camp  Sherman,  and  on 
the  9th  of  the  following  September  he  embarked 
for  the  stage  of  war.  He  landed  In  Glasgow, 
Scotland,  on  the  22d  of  the  same  month,  pro- 
ceeded thence  to  Southampton,  England,  from 
which  port  he  sailed  for  France.  He  landed 
at  Havre  and  in  the  American  Expeditionary 
Forces  he  was  assigned  to  Company  C,  Three 
Hundred  and  Sixty-second  Regiment  of  Infan- 
try, Ninety-first  Division,  his  original  assign- 
ment  having  been  to  Company  E,  Three  Hun- 
dred and  Thirty-sixth  Infantry,  Eighty-fourth 
Division.  He  took  part  in  the  final  drive  of 
the  allied  forces  in  Belgium,  and  was  in  the 
front  lines  at  the  time  when  the  historic  armis- 
tice was  signed  and  brought  hostilities  to  a 
close.  On  the  return  to  his  native  land  he 
arrived  in  the  port  of  New  York  City  on  the 
11th  of  April,  1919,  and  on  the  first  of  the 
following  month  he  received  his  honorable  dis- 
charge at  Camp  Sherman,  Ohio. 

John  J.  Duswald  passed  his  entire  life  in 
Harrison  County,  was  reared  to  manhood  in 
North  Township,  and  received  the  advantages 
of  the  local  schools  of  the  period.  With  the 
passing  years  he  so  directed  his  activities  as 
to  become  one  of  the  representative  farmers  of 
Rumley  Township,  and  as  a citizen  of  sterling 
character  and  worthy  achievement  he  held  in- 
violable place  in  popular  confidence  and  esteem. 
He  remained  on  his  farm  until  his  death,  De- 
cember 31,  1915,  and  his  status  in  the  com- 
munity was  such  that  a tribute  to  his  memory 
and  a brief  record  of  his  career  find  consistent 
place  in  this  history. 

Mr.  Duswald  was  born  in  North  Township, 
this  county,  on  the  25th  of  April,  1847,  and 
was  a son  of  James  and  Sarah  (Shook)  Dus- 
wald, the  former  a native  of  Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania,  and  the  latter  of  the  State  of 
Maryland.  In  his  youth  James  Duswald  re- 
ceived excellent  educational  advantages  and 
gave  considerable  time  to  the  study  of  medicine. 
He  was  a young  man,  however,  when  he  aban- 
doned the  plan  of  preparing  himself  for  the 
medical  profession,  and  a radical  change  was 
made  In  his  course  when  he  adopted  a seafar- 
ing life.  In  his  voyages  as  a sailor  he  visited 
Palestine  and  the  leading  ports  In  Europe  and 
Asia,  and  he  was  still  a young  man  when  he 
came  to  Harrison  Oounty,  Ohio,  where  his 
marriage  was  solemnized,  and  where  he  engaged 
in  farming  in  North  Township.  He  was  a man 
of  broad  views  and  fine  intellectual  ken,  and 
was  influential  in  community  affairs.  He  was 
a member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
while  his  wife  was  a member  of  the  Lutheran 
Church,  and  they  were  well  advanced  in  years 
at  the  time  of  their  deaths.  They  became  the 
parents  of  four  children — John  J.,  subject  of 
this  memoir;  Sarah  Amanda,  Mrs.  Frank  Ram- 
sey; Mary  A.,  Mrs.  William  Holmes,  and  Thomas 
W.,  who  married  Ellen  Corbett  and  he  is  now 
deceased. 
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John  J.  Duswald  spent  his  early  life  working 
on  farms  in  North  Township.  In  about  1869 
he  began  saw  milling,  and  continued  in  that 
work  until  about  1883.  In  that  year  he  engaged 
in  farming  in  North  Township  on  his  own  ac- 
count, and  in  1887  he  came  to  the  George  Sham- 
baugh  farm  in  Rumley  Township.  Following 
the  death  of  Mr.  Shambaugh.  his  father-in-law, 
in  1904,  Mr.  Duswald  bought  the  farm,  on  which 
he  passed  the  remainder  of  his  life  and  on 
which  his  widow  and  their  only  surviving  son 
still  maintain  their  home.  On  this  fine  farm 
of  180  acres  Mr.  Duswald  made  many  excellent 
improvements,  including  the  erection  of  a large 
and  modern  barn  and  all  other  buildings  except 
the  two  houses  on  the  place.  He  was  a man  of 
energy,  enterprise  and  good  judgment,  and  in 
his  farm  industry  he  won  substantial  and  well 
merited  success.  He  never  sought  public  office 
but  was  loyal  and  liberal  as  a citizen.  He 
was  a democrat  in  politics,  and  held  member- 
ship in  the  United  Brethren  Church,  as  does 
also  his  widow.  John  J.  Duswald  served  in 
the  Civil  war  in  the  Thirteenth  Regiment  Ohio 
Volunteer  Cavalry,  from  February,  1864,  until 
the  close  of  the  war,  he  having  been  mustered 
out  July  4,  1866. 

On  the  29th  of  May,  1873,  was  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  Mr.  Duswald  to  Miss  Mary  C. 
Shambaugh,  who  was  born  and  reared  in  Rum- 
ley  Township,  this  county,  and  who  is  a daugh- 
ter of  George  and  Matilda  (Hazlett)  Sham- 
baugh, both  of  whom  were  born  in  Pennsyl- 
vania. George  Shambaugh  was  a boy  of  about 
four  years  when  he  came  to  Rumley  Township 
with  his  parents.  His  father,  who  likewise 
bore  the  name  of  George,  was  born  in  Perry 
County,  Pennsylvania,  in  1787.  The  original 
American  progenitor  was  George  Shambaugh, 
who  was  born  and  reared  in  Germany  and  who 
was  one  of  the  early  settlers  in  Westmoreland 
County,  Pennsylvania,  where  he  became  a man 
of  wealth  and  influence.  The  George  Sham- 
baugh who  was  the  grandfather  of  Mrs.  Dus- 
wald married  Mrs.  Elizabeth  (Brown)  Wirt,  a 
young  widow  who  was  born  in  1777,  a daughter 
of  Michael  Brown,  who  was  of  German  lineage. 
In  1817  George  Brown  came  with  his  wife  to 
Harrison  County,  Ohio,  and  obtained  a large 
tract  of  Government  land  in  Rumley  Township, 
where  he  reclaimed  a productive  farm  from 
the  forest  wilds  and  where  he  remained  until 
his  death,  September  4,  1867,  his  wife  having 
passed  away  many  years  previously.  They  be- 
came the  parents  of  four  children — Philip, 
Michael  (died  March  20,  1863),  George  (father 
of  Mrs.  John  J.  Duswald),  and  Margaret  (wife 
of  Samuel  Hazlett.  both  being  deceased). 
George  Shambaugh  had  served  in  the  War  of 
1812,  and  one  of  his  uncles,  Jacob  Shambaugh, 
was  a youthful  soldier  in  the  Continental  line 
in  the  War  of  the  Revolution,  he  having  been 
a boy  when  he  entered  the  service  and  his  duty 
having  been  principally  that  of  military 
teamster. 

George  Shambaugh,  father  of  Mrs.  Duswald, 
was  reared  under  the  conditions  marking  the 
pioneer  days  in  Harrison  County,  and  eventu- 
ally he  became  one  of  the  successful  exponents 
of  farm  industry  in  Rumley  Township,  where 


he  and  his  wife  died  when  venerable  In  years, 
both  having  been  earnest  members  of  the  United 
Brethren  Church.  They  became  the  parents  of 
nine  children : Sarah  J.  became  the  wife  of 
Mathias  Markley  and  is  now  deceased;  Jacob 
and  Susannah  died  in  early  childhood;  Isaac 

B. ,  deceased,  was  a Civil  war  veteran;  George 
W.  is  a resident  of  the  State  of  Kansas;  Mary 

C.  is  the  widow  of  the  subject  of  this  memoir; 
Michael  L.  maintains  his  home  in  Nebraska; 
Andrew  J.  is  a resident  of  the  State  of  Louisi- 
ana; and  Daniel  S.  lives  in  Nebraska.  It  will 
thus  be  noted  that  of  the  immediate  family 
Mrs.  Duswald  is  now  the  only  remaining  repre- 
sentative in  Harrison  County.  She,  like  her 
parents,  holds  membership  in  the  United  Breth- 
ren Church.  George  Shambaugh  was  twice 
married,  wedding  for  his  second  wife  Susana 
Bradley.  She  lives  in  North  Township,  Harri- 
son County. 

In  conclusion  is  given  brief  record  concerning 
the  children  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Duswald : George 
J.  remains  with  his  widowed  mother  on  the  old 
home  farm,  and  of  him  more  specific  mention 
will  be  made  later;  Sarah  M.  is  the  wife  of 
Ott  W.  English,  of  North  Township,  and  they 
have  two  children — Florence  M.  and  Clyde; 
Charles  W.  died  in  early  childhood;  Edna  E. 
is  the  wife  of  L.  J.  Duncan,  and  they  reside  In 
the  State  of  Texas;  Bertha  M.  is  the  wife  of 
John  Dunlap,  of  Wellsville,  Columbiana  County, 
Ohio,  and  they  have  two  children — George  A. 
and  Mary  Vivian;  and  J.  Wilbur  died  in  child- 
hood. 

George  J.  Duswald  was  born  in  North  Town- 
ship March  2,  1879.  In  addition  to  receiving 
the  advantages  of  the  public  schools  he  com- 
pleted a commercial  course  at  Scio  College, 
this  county,  and  he  has  since  remained  on  the 
home  farm,  of  which  he  assumed  the  active 
management  upon  the  death  of  his  father.  In 
connection  with  diversified  agriculture  he  is  a 
successful  stock-grower  and  gives  special  atten- 
tion to  the  breeding  of  Aberdeen-Angus  cattle. 

David  M.  Kail.  Some  of  the  former  ener- 
getic agriculturists  of  Harrison  County  are 
now  living  in  retirement,  but  the  work  which 
they  accomplished  still  stands  as  a monument 
to  their  industry  and  good  management.  One 
of  these  substantial  retired  farmers  of  German 
Township  is  David  M.  Kail  of  Germano.  He 
was  born  in  German  Township,  Harrison 
County,  Ohio,  a son  of  Uriah  and  Maria 
(Miser)  Kail.  Gabriel  Kail,  his  paternal 
grandfather,  was  the  pioneer  of  the  family  in 
Harrison  County.  Born  in  Pennsylvania,  he 
left  his  native  state  in  young  manhood  and 
journeyed  westward  to  Ohio  until  he  reached 
Harrison  County.  Buying  a farm  in  Rumley 
Township,  he  continued  to  live  on  it  until  his 
death,  which  took  place  in  1850.  A wagon- 
maker  by  trade,  he  alternated  working  at  it 
and  farming.  His  second  wife,  Elizabeth  De 
Vore,  was  the  grandmother  of  David  M.  Kail, 
and  they  had  the  following  children : Gabriel, 
Hiram.  Steven,  Joseph,  Uriah,  Lucinda,  Anna, 
Tabitha  and  Phoebe. 

One  of  these  sons,  Uriah  Kail,  became  the 
father  of  David  M.  I In  II.  He  was  born  in 
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Rumley  Township,  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  in 
1825,  and  died  there  in  1873.  He  learned  the 
trade  of  wagonmaking  from  his  father,  and 
worked  at  it  in  Rumley  and  Jefferson  town- 
ships. His  wife,  Maria  Miser,  was  born  in 
Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  a daughter  of  David 
Miser,  who  was  a tanner  of  Jefferson  County. 
Mrs.  Kail  was  one  in  the  following  children: 
William,  David,  Henry,  Elizabeth,  Maria,  Cath- 
erine, Mary  and  Maggie.  All  were  Lutherans 
in  religious  belief.  Uriah  Kail  and  his  wife 
had  the  following  children  born  to  them : Eliza- 
beth, David  M.,  Margaret,  Alexander  and  Eva 
Jane.  Mrs.  Kail  belonged  to  the  Reformed 
Church. 

Growing  up  in  German  Township,  David  M. 
Kail  attended  the  district  schools  and  learned 
to  be  a farmer.  His  initial  experience  in  farm- 
ing was  acquired  in  German  Township,  and  he 
continued  to  be  engaged  in  that  calling  during 
all  of  his  active  years,  In  time  becoming  the 
owner  of  eighty-two  acres  of  land  in  that  town- 
ship. In  1916  he  retired  and  moved  to  Ger- 
mano. 

In  1890  Mr.  Kail  was  united  in  marriage  with 
Maria  Bell  Stringer,  a daughter  of  William  and 
Isabell  Stringer,  of  Adena,  Ohio,  and  she  died 
August  4,  1918,  leaving  a wide  circle  of  warm, 
personal  friends  to  mourn  her  loss.  Mr.  Kail 
belongs  to  Knights  of  Pythias  of  Jefferson. 

T.  Newell  Osborne  has  been  since  1911  one 
of  the  interested  principals  in  the  Spence-Rob- 
erts  Company,  which  conducts  a well  appointed 
and  splendidly  equipped  general  merchandise 
establishment  in  the  Village  of  Jewett,  Harrison 
County,  and  he  has  served  continuously  as  vil- 
lage clerk  since  1914.  He  is  deeply  interested 
in  all  that  touches  the  civic  and  material  wel- 
fare and  progress  of  his  home  village  and  native 
county,  and  is  one  of  the  representative  business 
men  of  the  younger  generation  in  Harrison 
County.  For  the  greater  part  of  the  time  since 
leaving  college  he  has  been  associated  with  the 
mercantile  business  with  which  he  Is  now  con- 
nected and  in  which  he  has  been  a stockholder 
since  1911. 

Mr.  Osborne  was  born  at  Jewett  on  the  18th 
of  August,  1883,  and  his  personal  popularity  in 
his  native  place  sets  at  naught  any  application 
of  the  scriptural  aphorism  that  “a  prophet  is 
not  without  honor  save  in  his  own  country.” 
He  is  a son  of  Richie  and  Susan  Maria  (Ram- 
sower)  Osborne,  and  in  the  public  schools  of 
Jewett  he  continued  his  studies  until  his  gradu- 
ation from  the  high  school  as  a member  of  the 
class  of  1900.  Thereafter  he  was  for  two  years 
a student  in  Scio  College,  and  the  greater  part 
of  the  time  since  leaving  school  has  found  him 
allied  with  the  mercantile  enterprise  in  which 
he  is  now  a partner,  as  previously  noted.  His 
political  allegiance  is  given  to  the  republican 
party,  he  is  affiliated  with  the  lodge  of  Free 
and  Accepted  Masons  at  Scio,  where  he  and 
his  wife  also  hold  membership  in  the  adjunct 
chapter  of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  St>**  .d 
In  their  home  village  they  are  active  .^mmuni- 
cants  of  the  Lutheran  Church. 

The  19th  of  March,  1913,  recorded  the  mar- 
riage of  Mr.  Osborne  to  Miss  Augusta  Yost, 


who  was  born  in  Short  Creek  Township,  Harri- 
son County,  and  who  is  a daughter  of  the  late 
Elias  and  Ann  (Macklin)  Yost,  the  former  of 
whom  was  born  in  Frederick  County,  Virginia, 
December  2,  1805,  and  the  latter  of  whom  was 
born  in  County  Armagh,  Ireland,  December  2, 
1842,  and  who  was  a young  woman  when  she 
came  to  America  and  established  her  residence 
in  Ohio.  Mr.  Yost  died  December  2,  1896  on 
the  ninety-first  anniversary  of  his  birth,  and 
his  widow  passed  away  on  the  21st  of  May, 
1901. 

The  Yost  family,  of  German  origin,  was 
founded  in  America  in  the  colonial  period,  and 
representatives  of  the  same  were  valiant  sol- 
diers of  the  Continental  line  in  the  War  of  the 
Revolution.  Michael  and  Rachel  (Keckley) 
Yost,  grandparents  of  Mrs.  Osborne,  were  born 
and  reared  in  Virginia,  and  in  1806  they  came 
with  wagon  and  five-horse  team  from  the  Old 
Dominion  State  to  Harrison  County,  Ohio, 
where  they  settled  in  the  midst  of  the  forest 
wilds  near  the  present  village  of  Harrlsville. 
They  endured  the  full  tension  of  frontier  life 
and  did  well  their  part  in  the  initial  stages  of 
development  and  progress  in  this  now  favored 
section  of  the  Buckeye  State.  The  substantial 
brick  house  which  Michael  Yost  erected  on  his 
pioneer  farm  is  still  standing,  and  is  one  of 
the  venerable  landmarks  of  Harrison  County. 
He  was  born  November  3,  1776,  and  died  on 
the  2d  of  February,  1849,  his  wife,  who  was 
born  in  1780,  having  survived  him  by  only 
seventeen  days,  both  having  been  devout  com- 
municants of  the  Lutheran  Church.  Of  their 
eleven  children  ten  attained  to  years  of  ma- 
turity, and  the  family  name  has  been  promi- 
nently and  worthily  identified  with  the  history 
of  Harrison  County  since  the  early  pioneer 
period. 

Elias  Yost,  the  seventh  child,  was  not  yet 
one  year  old  at  the  time  of  the  family  migra- 
tion to  Harrison  County,  where  he  was  reared 
on  the  pioneer  farm  and  where  he  became  one 
of  the  substantial  farmers  and  influential  citi- 
zens of  the  community  In  the  vicinity  of  Harris- 
ville.  A man  of  fine  character,  he  commanded 
the  respect  of  all  who  knew  him,  and  in  his 
patriarchal  years  had  the  pleasure  of  being 
the  head  of  a numerous  family  representing 
three  generations.  He  first  married  Kezia 
Kithcart,  who  was  born  in  1812,  In  Pennsyl- 
vania, and  who  died  in  1878,  after  having  be- 
came the  mother  of  eleven  children.  In  1880 
Mr.  Yost  married  Miss  Ann  Macklin,  and  they 
became  the  parents  of  two  daughters,  of  whom 
Mrs.  Augusta  Osborne  is  the  younger.  The 
parents  were  numbered  among  the  most  vener- 
able and  honored  pioneer  citizens  of  Harrison 
County  at  the  time  of  their  deaths.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Osborne  have  two  children — Newell  Yost, 
born  November  10,  1914,  and  Katherine,  born 
October  19,  1916. 

James  C.  Anderson.  One  of  the  enterprising 
agriculturists  of  Harrison  County,  James  C. 
Anderson,  of  Rumley  Township,  has  been  en- 
gaged for  the  past  forty  years  in  breeding 
blooded  Clydesdale  horses,  and  he  has  also  de- 
voted himself  to  raising  a diversified  line  of 
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crops  and  other  stock,  achieving  very  gratify- 
ing results  in  all  of  his  undertakings.  He  was 
born  in  Rumley  Township  April  10,  1850,  a son 
of  James  and  Violet  (Caldwell)  Anderson,  and 
grandson  of  John  Anderson. 

John  Anderson  was  born  in  Ireland,  but  came 
to  the  United  States  when  his  son  James  was 
twelve  -years  of  age,  setting  out  from  Belfast 
for  the  trip  across  the  ocean.  After  arriving 
in  this  country  he  located  in  Washington 
County,  Pennsylvania,  but  later  moved  to  Jef- 
ferson County,  Ohio,  and  about  1849  the  family 
moved  to  Rumley  Township.  Harrison  County, 
where  John  Anderson  lived  until  his  death. 
His  children  were  as  follows:  Ellen.  Mary.  Bell, 
Andrew,  Richard,  Wiliam,  John  and  James,  all 
of  whom  were  born  in  Ireland.  The  family  all 
belonged  to  the  United  Presbyterian  Church. 

James  Anderson  was  a farmer  of  Rumley 
Township  for  practically  his  entire  life,  al- 
though his  last  days  were  passed  at  Kilgore, 
Carroll  County.  Ohio.  His  wife  was  born  at 
Cannonsburg,  Washington  County,  Pennsyl- 
vania, and  they  had  the  following  children : 
James  C.,  whose  name  appears  at  the  head  of 
this  review:  and  Violet,  who  has  never  married 
and  lives  at  Canton,  Ohio. 

James  C.  Anderson  attended  the  local  schools 
of  his  native  township,  as  well  as  those  of 
German  Township,  and  in  Lee  Township,  Car- 
roll  County,  and  at  the  same  time  learned  how 
to  be  a practical  farmer  under  his  father's  ex- 
perienced supervision.  In  1877  Mr.  Anderson 
located  on  his  present  farm  and  now  owns  219 
acres  of  land  in  one  piece.  Although  he  is 
generally  recognized  as  a successful  farmer,  it 
U as  a breeder  of  Clydesdale  horses  that  he 
is  best  known. 

On  December  29,  1872,  Mr.  Anderson  married 
Lydia  A.  Levengood,  a daughter  of  Jacob 
Levengood,  and  they  had  the  following  children : 
Olive  Ellen,  who  was  born  January  15,  1874, 
married  Newton  Dutton,  now  deceased,  and  they 
had  one  child,  Jesse  Scott  Dutton,  whose  mili- 
tary record  is  given  below;  Annie  Bell,  who 
was  born  March  14,  1876,  died  August  10,  1876; 
Jesse  L .,  who  w’as  born  December  20,  1879, 
married  Susie  Montgomery,  and  they  have  two 
sons,  Robert  and  George,  and  live  with  Mr. 
Anderson  on  the  home  farm;  and  Lydia  E., 
who  was  born  October  2,  1887,  died  January 
25,  1888.  Mrs.  Anderson  died  November  7, 
1890.  In  1891  Mr.  Anderson  was  married  to 
Lena  Beck,  a daughter  of  Louis  and  Dora 
(Shantz)  Beck.  Mrs.  Anderson  is  a member 
of  the  Reformed  Church  and  active  in  its  work. 
They  have  no  children  of  their  own,  but  about 
1904  they  took  into  their  home  a thirteen 
months-old  baby,  Charles  Otto  Fleming.  Later 
they  adopted  him  and  he  is  known  as  Charles 
Otto  Anderson. 

Jesse  Scott  Dutton,  grandson  of  James  C. 
Anderson,  is  a veteran  of  the  great  war.  He 
entered  the  service  April  30,  1918,  and  was  sent 
to  Camp  Sherman  for  his  training,  and  while 
there  was  assigned  to  Company  F,  Three  Hun- 
dred and  Eighth  Engineers,  Eighty-third  Di- 
vision. On  June  3,  1918,  he  left  New  York  City 
harbor  with  his  organization  for  overseas,  and 
landed  at  Liverpool,  England,  June  15,  from 


whence  he  went  on  to  France  by  way  of  South- 
ampton, England,  landing  at  Havre  on  June  20. 
While  in  France  he  served  with  his  organiza- 
tion in  the  Aisne-Marne  offensive  from  July  28 
to  August  6;  the  Oisne-Alsne  offensive  from 
August  18  to  September  9;  the  Meuse-Argonne 
offensive  from  September  26  to  November  11. 
From  December  13,  1918  to  May  20.  1919,  he 
served  at  Neustadt,  Germany.  Mr.  Dutton  ar- 
rived in  the  United  States  on  his  way  home 
June  26,  1919,  and  received  his  honorable  dis- 
charge July  8,  1919,  at  Camp  Sherman.  Ohio. 
He  is  the  only  member  of  Mr.  Anderson’s  family 
who  came  within  the  military  age  of  the  first 
draft,  and  naturally  all  of  the  Andersons  as 
well  as  the  Duttons  are  very  proud  of  him 
and  deeply  grateful  that  he  is  not  one  of  the 
brave  American  boys  whose  white  crosses  In 
France  have  created  so  many  gold  stars  at 
home. 

John  B.  Stewart.  The  qualities  of  adapta- 
bility, persistence,  common  sense  and  good 
judgment  have  prevailed  in  the  energetic  life 
of  John  R.  Stewart,  of  Freeport  Township, 
Harrison  County,  winning  for  him  an  enviable 
position  among  the  business,  civic  and  social 
elements  of  his  community.  While  he  is  the 
owner  of  a farm,  he  has  passed  his  life  at  the 
carpenter  trade.  He  was  born  in  Freeport 
Township  May  14,  1868,  a son  of  George  W. 
and  Mary  (Booth)  Stewart. 

James  Stewart,  the  great-grandfather  of  John 
B.  Stewart,  was  born  in  Pennsylvania,  and  was 
one  of  the  pioneers  Into  Freeport  Township, 
Harrison  County,  but  after  a short  stay  re- 
moved with  his  wife.  Mary,  and  children  into 
Tuscarawas  County,  Ohio,  where  his  death  oc- 
curred. He  had  a family  of  nine  children: 
John,  George.  Samuel,  James.  Andrew.  William, 
Mary,  Catherine  and  Massie.  Of  these  chil- 
dren James  Stewart,  the  grandfather  of  John 
B.,  was  born  in  Pennsylvania,  and  was  a child 
when  he  accompanied  his  parents  to  Harrison 
and  later  to  Tuscarawas  County,  in  which  latter 
he  passed  the  rest  of  his  life  as  an  agricultur- 
ist and  became  a well-known  and  highly-re- 
spected citizen.  He  married  Mary  Randall, 
who  was  born  in  Guernsey  County.  Ohio,  and 
they  became  the  parents  of  five  children: 
Amanda,  Ananias  C..  George  W.  and  Thomas 
Benton,  twins,  and  Marilda. 

George  W.  Stewart,  father  of  John  B..  was 
bora  in  Washington  Township,  Tuscarawas 
County,  Ohio,  March  31.  1839.  and  as  a young 
man  worked  on  a farm  and  in  a sawmill,  later 
learning  the  trade  of  carpenter.  He  was  mar- 
ried in  1862  to  Mary  Booth,  who  was  born  in 
Tuscarawas  County,  a daughter  of  John  and 
Nancy  (Hart)  Booth  and  in  1865  removed  to 
Freeport  Township.  Harrison  County,  where 
from  1865  to  1873  he  was  proprietor  of  the 
Freeport  Mill.  For  about  four  years  he  was 
engaged  in  farming  in  that  community,  but  in 
1877  returned  to  Tuscarawas  County,  where  he 
conducted  a sawmill  until  1890  and  then  came 
back  to  Freeport  Township,  Harrison  County, 
where  he  farmed  and  worked  at  the  carpenter 
trade.  In  1911  he  retired  from  active  pursuits, 
having  accumulated  a competence,  and  moved 
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to  the  Town  of  Freeport.  For  some  ye:irs  he 
continued  to  accept  small  contracts  as  a car- 
penter, but  since  1919  has  lived  quietly  in  his 
comfortable  home.  Mrs.  Stewart  died  in  1870, 
having  been  the  mother  of  four  children : Addle, 
who  died  young;  Ella,  the  widow  of  Porter 
Mitchell;  John  B. ; and  William,  who  died  in 
infancy.  In  1872  Mr.  Stewart  was  united  in 
marriage  with  Miss  Elizabeth  Leeper,  daughter 
of  Moses  and  Rachel  (Carr)  Leeper,  and  they 
had  five  children : Allan,  who  is  deceased ; Al- 
fred, a resident  of  New  Philadelphia,  Ohio; 
Thomas,  who  resides  in  Iowa ; Carlton,  who 
lives  at  New  Philadelphia : and  George,  a resi- 
dent of  Akron.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Stewart  are  con- 
sistent members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Freeport. 

John  B.  Stewart  attended  the  public  schools 
of  Freeport,  and  when  a young  man  adopted 
his  father’s  trade  of  carpenter,  which  he  has 
followed  throughout  his  life.  In  all  parts  of 
the  country  surrounding  Freeport  are  found 
evidences  of  his  skill  and  ingenuity,  and  he 
has  always  adhered  to  the  principle  that  what 
is  worth  doing  at  all  is  worth  doing  well,  with 
the  consequence  that  he  has  a reputation  as  a 
careful,  skillful  and  reliable  workman.  He  Is 
esteemed  also  for  his  Integrity  and  moral  worth, 
and  for  his  consideration  and  fairness  as  an 
employer  of  labor.  He  is  the  owner  of  a farm 
>f  100  acres,  which  is  being  operated  by  his 
f*>ns. 

In  1890  Mr.  Stewart  married  Miss  Mary 
Rowland,  a daughter  of  James  and  Mellle  Ann 
(Tool)  Rowland,  born  in  Cadiz  Township,  Har- 
rison County.  James  Rowland’s  first  wife  was 
Jane,  a daughter  of  Jacob  and  Jane  Heflin.  As 
a young  man  James  Rowland  started  farming 
in  Cadiz  Township,  but  about  1880  removed  to 
Freeport  Township,  where  he  carried  on  opera- 
tions until  his  death  in  1917.  By  his  first 
marriage  he  had  seven  children : George,  Nancy, 
Sarah,  Jacob,  W.  R..  Hannah  and  Lydia.  His 
children  by  his  second  marriage  were  Kennedy, 
Mary.  Jennie,  Alice,  Thomas,  James  and  Jessie. 
Five  children  have  been  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Stewart:  Everett  deceased.  Earl  B.,  Ray.  Ella 
and  Dewey.  Earl  B.  Stewart  enlisted  in  the 
United  States  Army  September  19,  1917,  and 
after  intensive  training  was  sent  overseas  to 
France  June  4,  1918.  as  corporal  of  Company 
F.  Three  Hundred  and  Eighth  Engineers  of 
the  Eighty-third  Division.  He  participated  in 
the  battles  of  the  Aisne-Marne,  Oise-Aisne. 
Meuse  and  Argonne.  returned  to  the  United 
States  June  26.  1919.  and  was  honorably  dis- 
charged with  a splendid  record,  July  7,  1919.  at 
Camp  Sherman.  Since  his  return  from  foreign 
battlefields  this  brave  young  soldier  has  ap- 
plied himself  to  the  duties  of  peace,  and  is 
assisting  his  brothers  in  the  cultivation  of  his 
father’s  farm. 

William  C.  Gunnell.  When  he  was  but 
thirteen  years  old  William  C.  Gunnell,  super- 
intendent of  the  Cadiz  Flouring  Mills,  began 
working  as  a miller’s  apprentice,  and  he  has 
been  “In  the  grind*’  practically  all  of  his  life. 
Since  1902  he  has  lived  in  Cadis.  Mr.  Gunnell 
was  born  January  5,  1866,  in  Eaton  County, 


Michigan,  although  his  father,  Thomas  Gunnell, 
came  from  England.  He  married  Sarepta 
Brummeling  in  the  State  of  New  York  and 
they  located  on  a farm  in  Michigan.  He  was 
a contractor  and  builder  as  well  as  farmer.  He 
died  in  Eaton  County  in  1871  and  Mrs.  Gunnell 
died  in  1910  in  Litchfield.  The  oldest  son,  Wil- 
liam C.  Gunnell,  lived  in  Harrison  County  sev- 
eral years.  His  brother,  Frank  H.  Gunnell, 
lives  in  Great  Falls,  Montana,  and  Fred  T.  lives 
in  Detroit. 

Thomas  Gunnell  died,  and  the  mother  mar- 
ried Charles  Rozell,  and  there  is  a daughter, 
Vera,  wife  of  John  Berry.  The  Gunnell  chil- 
dren had  common  school  education  in  Eaton 
County.  Michigan,  but  while  yet  a school  boy, 
W.  C.  Gunnell  was  learning  the  miller’s  trade. 
In  the  old  days  of  the  water  mill  it  was  always 
said  the  miller  had  fat  hogs  and  yet  no  one 
knew  whose  corn  fattened  them,  as  the  miller 
took  toll  from  all  the  grists,  but  in  these  days 
of  steam  mills  nothing  is  ever  said  about  it. 

When  Mr.  Gunnell  came  to  Cadiz  he  was 
superintendent  of  the  Cadiz  Flouring  Mills,  but 
in  1906  he  bought  the  property,  and  he  now 
buys  wheat  and  grinds  it.  The  Moss  Rose 
Flour  is  known  to  the  trade,  and  Mr.  Gunnell 
has  established  himself  as  an  expert  manu- 
facturer of  the  best  flour  on  the  market  today. 

In  November,  1889,  Mr.  Gunnell  married 
Minnie  B.  Reed,  a daughter  of  Henry  Reed. 
Their  two  daughters.  Catharine  and  Martha, 
are  decease*!.  Catharine  was  the  wife  of  Stew- 
art Yonnelly.  hut  Martha  died  in  childhood. 

W.  C.  Gunnell  is  s member  of  the  Masonic 
and  Knights  of  Pythias  Lodges,  and  with  his 
wife  he  is  a member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  In  Cadiz.  While  his  early  life  was 
spent  in  Michigan  he  is  now  identified  with  the 
business  interests  of  Harrison  County.  There 
is  no  industry  more  necessary  to  the  prosperity 
of  any  community  than  a well  conducted  flour- 
ing mill,  and  Cadiz  is  fortunate  in  having  Mr. 
Gunnell  connected  with  its  flour  industry. 

John  P.  Liggett.  When  a man  has  always 
lived  in  one  community  he  is  interested  in  its 
history.  John  P.  Liggett,  the  Green  Township 
farmer  ami  contractor,  was  born  December  21. 
1859.  and  has  always  lived  in  the  vicinity  of 
Hopedale.  He  owns  a farm  of  279  acres  In 
Green  Township,  just  outside  the  Hopedale  cor- 
poration. and  he  also  owns  farm  land  in  Jeffer- 
son County. 

Mr  Liggett  is  n son  of  Theodore  Liggett, 
who  was  horn  September  11,  1830.  at  Wellsburg, 
West  Virginia.  He  married  Nancy  Maholm,  of 
Cnliz  Township,  who  was  one  year  younger 
than  himself.  She  was  a daughter  of  Samuel 
and  N*1  ncy  (Delaney)  Maholm.  She  died  Feb- 
ruary 5.  1912.  and  Mr.  Liggett  died  February 
8,  two  years  later.  Samuel  Maholm  was  born 
July  12,  1801,  in  Oadlz  Township — territorial 
days  in  Harrison  County,  Ohio.  HJs  wife, 
Nancy  Delaney,  was  s Maryland  woman.  They 
were  Harrison  County  pioneers,  taking  np  Gov- 
ernment land  one  mile  east  of  Cadis. 

A few  years  after  their  marriage  In  Cadiz 
Township,  where  he  had  always  lived,  Samuel 
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Maholm  and  his  wife  removed  to  Holmes 
County.  In  1852  he  was  killed  by  a falling 
tree.  Their  children  were:  Eliza  Jane,  born 
July  25,  1823;  James.  May  10,  1825;  William, 
August  7,  1827;  Martha,  July  30,  1829;  Nancy, 
May  9,  1831;  Margaret,  March  16.  1833;  Albina, 
March  18,  1835;  Deborah,  July  12,  1838;  John, 
May  16,  1840;  Cyrus,  May  31,  1842;  Marta, 
May  31,  1845;  and  Charlotte,  July  10,  1847. 
The  above  list  is  an  Interesting  study  since 
there  are  twelve  children,  with  regular  Inter- 
vals between  them,  the  first  birth  occurring  in 
July  and  the  last  in  the  same  month  twenty- 
four  years  later. 

In  the  Liggett  ancestry,  Samuel  Liggett,  the 
grandfather  of  John  P.  Liggett,  was  bom  In 
1803  In  Maryland.  His  wife,  Jennie  Stock- 
holm, was  bom  the  same  year  in  the  same  com- 
munity. He  died  in  1860,  while  she  lived  until 
1893,  and  was  ninety.  They  came  to  Annapolis, 
Harrison  County,  in  1825  from  Maryland.  As 
a young  man  Samuel  Liggett  went  to  Wellsburg, 
West  Virginia,  but  after  a few  years  he  re- 
turned to  Green  Township,  Harrison  County. 

The  Liggett  children  of  that  generation  were 
Theodore,  Isaac,  Sarah,  Hannah,  William, 
Mahala,  John.  Otho  and  Samuel.  The  four 
older  sons  were  Civil  war  soldiers,  as  were 
some  of  the  Maholm  brothers.  John  P.  Liggett 
is  a son  of  the  oldest  child  In  the  above  sched- 
uled family,  and  as  a young  man  Theodore 
Liggett  learned  the  trade  of  shoemaker.  His 
three  years’  apprenticeship  was  served  in 
Steubenville.  In  1848  he  came  to  Hopedale  and 
opened  a boot  and  shoe  shop,  which  he  operated 
until  1883,  thirty-five  years  as  a shoemaker  In 
one  community.  He  must  have  made  and  cob- 
bled shoes  for  the  fathers  and  mothers  and  all 
the  brothers  and  sisters  for  miles  around  Hope- 
dale. 

In  1883  Mr.  Liggett  opened  a retail  shoe  store 
and  conducted  it  until  1905,  and  thus  he  was  a 
shoe  dealer  almost  fifty  years  in  Hopedale. 
In  his  last  days  Mr.  Liggett  was  associated 
with  his  son  John  P.,  who  was  then  a horse 
buyer.  He  engaged  in  the  horse  business  as 
a young  man,  buying,  selling  and  shipping,  but 
the  time  came  when  there  was  little  market 
for  horses.  In  1910  Mr.  Liggett  dropped  out 
of  the  horse  market  and  began  contract  work, 
building  roads,  walks  and  pavements — all  kinds 
of  cement  work,  and  he  continues  his  residence 
at  the  farmstead. 

The  children  In  the  Theodore  Liggett  house- 
hold are:  Jeannette,  born  December  21,  1851; 
Jane,  February  21,  1863;  Henrietta,  May  24, 
1855;  John  F.,  June  14,  1857;  John  P.,  Decem- 
ber 21,  1859;  Bessie,  February  14,  1861;  Theo- 
dore, Jr.,  June  13,  1866;  Nathan,  October  18, 
1869;  George  W.,  August  15,  1870;  Stewart, 
June  10,  1873;  Charles,  March  21,  1874;  and 
William,  May  2,  1876.  Here  Is  another  family 
of  twelve  born  in  the  period  of  a little  more 
than  twenty^flve  years. 

The  Liggetts  are  members  of  the  Christian 
Church.  Mr.  Liggett  spent  three  years  and  six 
months  in  the  service  in  the  Civil  war.  He 
was  a member  of  the  Seventy-Fourth  Infantry 
and  was  wounded  in  the  battle  of  Chickamauga. 


On  January  27,  1886,  John  P.  Liggett  mar- 
ried Clara  Belle  Patton.  She  is  a daughter  of 
Ross  J.  and  Elizabeth  (Goodlin)  Patton.  Mr. 
Patton  was  bom  September  12,  1843,  in  Rumley 
Township,  and  his  wife  came  from  Knoxville, 
Jefferson  County.  Soon  after  their  marriage 
they  removed  from  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  to 
Iowa,  but  in  a short  time  returned  to  Harrison 
County.  The  Pattons  then  moved  to  Jefferson 
County,  where  he  was  a miller  for  ten  years. 
From  Jefferson  County  they  removed  to  Ra- 
venna, and  still  live  there.  He  was  a Civil 
war  soldier  in  the  One  Hundred  and  Twenty- 
sixth  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  spent  three 
years  in  the  service. 

Mrs.  Liggett  is  the  oldest  of  the  Patton  chil- 
dren, and  she  has  a brother,  Edward,  and  a 
sister,  Ina  D.  Patton.  The  children  bora  to 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Liggett  are:  Anna  Vesta,  wife  of 
Albert  Liggett.  Their  children  are:  Donald, 
Lamoln,  William,  Carl,  Ross  and  LeRoy.  Hazel 
Liggett  is  the  wife  of  George  Brickner.  of 
Buffalo,  New  York.  They  have  a daughter, 
Harriet.  Helen  May  Liggett  Is  the  wife  of 
William  Wilson,  of  Buffalo.  Their  children  are 
June  and  John.  The  Liggett  family  are  mem- 
bers of  the  Christian  Church  in  Hopedale. 
Mr.  Liggett  is  a member  of  the  Board  of  Dea- 
cons. He  is  a member  of  the  Knights  of 
Pythias  Lodge  at  Germano. 

Binoham  C.  Scott  has  been  a resident  of 
Harrison  County  from  the  time  of  his  birth  and 
since  1898  has  conducted  a substantial  and 
flourishing  general  merchandise  business  in  the 
Village  of  Germano,  German  Township,  where 
he  Is  known  as  a representative  merchant  and 
as  a loyal  and  progressive  citizen.  He  was 
born  at  Hopedale,  this  county,  on  the  25th  of 
September,  1870,  and  is  a son  of  Allen  W.  and 
Betha  Jane  (Croskey)  Scott.  He  whose  name 
initiates  this  review  was  afforded  the  advan- 
tages of  the  public  schools  of  Cadiz,  the  judicial 
center  of  the  county,  where  he  continued  his 
studies  in  the  high  school  until  he  was  well 
qualified  to  assume  a share  of  responsibility  In 
connection  with  the  practical  duties  and  respon- 
sibilities of  life.  As  a youth  he  became  a clerk 
in  a general  merchandise  establishment  at 
Cadiz,  and  in  this  connection  he  gained  an 
excellent  knowledge  of  the  details  of  this  line 
of  mercantile  enterprise.  In  1898  he  estab- 
lished himself  in  the  general  merchandise  busi- 
ness at  Germano,  where  his  personal  popularity 
and  the  effective  service  given  by  his  well 
equipped  store  have  gained  to  the  establishment 
a large  and  appreciative  patronage. 

In  politics,  though  never  desirous  of  official 
preferment,  Mr.  Scott  is  aligned  in  the  ranks 
of  the  republican  party,  and  he  and  his  wife 
are  active  members  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  in  their  home  village.  He  is  a member 
of  Unionport  Lodge  No.  333  F.  & A.  M. ; Corson 
Lodge  of  Perfection  (14°  S.  R.)  ; Center  Council 
(16°  S.  R.),  and  Drummond  Chapter  (Rose 
Croix  18°  S.  R.).  His  father  was  also  a mem- 
ber of  Unionport  Lodge. 

On  May  10,  1894,  was  solemnized  the  mar- 
riage of  Mr.  Scott  to  Miss  Jessie  May  Dicker- 
son,  daughter  of  Samuel  C.  and  Mary  (McCoy) 
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Dickerson,  of  whom  more  specific  mention  is 
made  on  other  pages,  in  the  personal  sketch  of 
Charles  C.  Dickerson  of  Cadiz.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Scott  have  two  children — Allen  W.,  born  June 
13,  1895,  and  Dorothy  D.,  born  August  5,  1897. 
Allen  W.  Scott  was  one  of  the  gallant  young 
men  who  represented  Harrison  County  in  the 
nation’s  military  service  in  the  great  World 
war.  He  entered  service  on  the  21st  of  Sep- 
tember, 1917,  and  at  Camp  Sherman  was  as- 
signed to  Company  L,  Three  Hundred  and 
Thirty-second  Regiment  of  Infantry,  from  which 
he  was  later  transferred  to  the  Three  Hundred 
and  Eighth  Motor  Supply  Train,  with  which 
latter  organization  he  was  associated  in  driving 
motor  trucks  from  Detroit  to  Baltimore,  and 
within  a period  of  three  months  he  made  three 
such  overland  trips.  On  the  13th  of  June,  1918 
(his  birthday)  he  sailed  for  France  from  the 
port  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  after  landing 
at  Liverpool  he  proceeded  with  his  command 
to  France.  There  he  was  stationed  with  his 
motor-supply  organization  at  LeMons.  and  he 
made  the  return  trip  to  the  United  States  on 
the  George  Washington,  which  was  conveying 
President  Wilson  on  his  homeward  voyage  after 
his  participation  in  the  councils  in  Paris.  Mr. 
Scott  served  as  duty  sergeant  and  convoy  in 
France,  and  on  the  return  voyage  on  the  George 
Washington  he  was  assistant  to  the  detail  and 
mess  officer,  with  special  privileges  on  board. 
He  is  now  associated  with  his  father  in  busi- 
ness at  Germano.  He  is  a member  of  Post  No. 
34,  American  Legion,  of  Cadiz.  He  was  raised 
in  Unionport  Lodge  No.  333,  F.  & A.  M.,  on 
December  9,  1916;  created  Grand  Elect  Mason 
in  Corson  Lodge  of  Perfection  (14°  S.  R.)  on 
November  6,  1919;  Prince  of  Jerusalem,  Cutler 
Council  (16°  S.  R.)  on  November  7,  1919; 
Knight  of  Rose  Croix  (18°  S.  R.)  in  Drummond 
Chapter  on  November  7,  1919;  Sublime  Prince 
of  the  Royal  Secret  (32°  S.  R.),  Lake  Erie 
Consistory,  on  November  14  1919.  While  serv- 
ing with  the  American  Expeditionary  Force  in 
France  he  was  a member  of  LeMons  (France) 
Sea  and  Field  Lodge  No.  3,  F.  & A.  M.,  and 
also  a member  of  the  American  Masonic  Club 
at  LeMons,  France.  He  is  also  a member  of 
Hopewell  Lodge  No.  276  I.  O.  O.  F.  at  Jewett. 
On  October  14,  1920,  he  was  married  to  Miss 
Bessie,  the  daughter  of  Robert  and  Nancy 
(Work)  Long,  of  Cadiz,  Ohio. 

Holmes  M.  Thompson.  Through  father  and 
son  the  Thompson  family  has  lived  for  a good 
many  years  on  the  farm  In  Green  Township 
where  Holmes  M.  Thompson  was  born  June  22, 
1864,  in  Harrison  County.  Samuel  Thompson, 
the  father,  was  born  at  the  same  place  in 
1822,  and  his  wife,  Sarah  J.  (Moorhead) 
Thompson,  a daughter  of  Samuel  and  Sallle 
(Holmes)  Moorhead,  was  born  in  the  same  com- 
munity. Mr.  Moorhead,  who  was  among  the 
early  settlers  in  Green  Township,  was  a native 
of  Adams  County,  Pennsylvania. 

In  1850  Mr.  Moorhead  located  in  Archer 
Township,  Harrison  County,  and  lived  there 
twenty  years,  when  he  moved  back  to  Green 
Township.  He  was  a member  of  the  Ohio 
State  Constitutional  Convention  assembled  in 


1851  in  Columbus.  He  was  a man  of  social 
and  business  acumen  in  Ohio  affairs.  He  was 
a soldier  in  the  second  war  with  England.  His 
children  were:  Eliza,  /wife  of  Samuel  Gray; 
John,  deceased;  Sarah  J. ; Holmes,  a Civil  war 
soldier  who  died  on  a hospital  boat  on  the 
Mississippi;  and  Morrison.  This  pioneer  Moor- 
head family  were  Presbyterians. 

Samuel  Thompson,  founder  of  the  house  of 
Thompson  In  Harrison  County,  and  his  wife, 
Elizabeth  (Stewart)  Thompson,  were  born  in 
Mifflin  County,  Pennsylvania.  In  1813  they 
removed  to  their  farm  in  Green  Township. 
They  had  two  children  when  they  came  to  the 
Osburn  farm  of  160  acres,  and  constructed  log 
buildings  for  their  shelter  from  the  storms  of 
Ohio.  In  1824  they  built  a good  bam  and  in 
1837  they  built  a brick  house,  and  they  ended 
their  days  at  this  family  homestead. 

The  children  in  this  pioneer  household  were: 
Marie,  wife  of  Jonathan  Gray;  Martha,  wife  of 
Johnson  Craig;  Eliza,  wife  of  Patterson  Gray; 
Jane,  wife  of  H.  Stewart  Black ; Margaret,  wife 
of  Samuel  Cochran;  Samuel,  and  Isabelle,  wife 
of  John  J.  Ray.  The  Thompsons  were  also 
Presbyterians.  Samuel,  the  one  son  in  the  fam- 
ily and  the  father  of  Holmes  M.  Thompson, 
grew  to  manhood  on  the  place  where  he  was 
born,  and  he  always  lived  there.  He  was  a 
farmer  and  stockman  and  made  many  improve- 
ments while  rearing  his  family  at  this  old 
family  homestead.  He  added  to  it  until  there 
are  280  acres  in  the  Thompson  farmstead.  He 
died  July  23,  1906,  and  Mrs.  Thompson  died 
October  31,  1917.  Their  children  were:  JLyra 
B.,  wife  of  John  W.  Osburn;  Jennie,  wife  of 
S.  A.  Hanna ; Walter,  wife  of  Edward  Clifford ; 
Holmes  M.,  the  one  son  in  his  generation,  as 
was  his  father  in  the  generation  before  him; 
and  Sal  lie  C.  Thompson,  who  lives  in  Cleve- 
land. 

Holmes  M.  Thompson  secured  his  education  in 
the  Green  Township  district  school,  and  as  a 
young  man  he  farmed  with  his  father.  Since 
the  death  of  the  father  he  has  farmed  alone. 
On  January  27,  1898,  Mr.  Thompson  married 
Emma  McFadden,  daughter  of  George  McFad- 
den.  Their  children  are:  Samuel  A.  and  Mary 
Lucile.  They  are  members  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  In  Cadiz. 

James  N.  Wilson,  one  of  the  reliable  men 
and  excellent  farmers  of  Rumley  Township,  was 
bom  on  his  present  place  February  27,  1875,  a 
son  of  John  A.  and  Isabel  (McKitrick)  Wilson, 
and  grandson  of  William  H.  Wilson. 

William  H.  Wilson  was  bora  near  Westmid- 
dletown,  Pennsylvania,  September  22,  1803,  and 
died  August  9,  1887.  His  wife,  Margaret 
(McCombe)  Wilson,  died  March  8,  1884.  In 
1839  William  H.  Wilson  came  to  Harrison 
County,  Ohio,  and  bought  170  acres  of  land  in 
Rumley  Township,  and  lived  on  this  farm  until 
his  death.  The  children  born  to  him  and  his 
wife  were  as  follows : Eliza,  Ann,  John  A., 
David,  who  died  in  infancy,  Mary  who  died 
young,  William  L.,  Margaret,  James  R.  and 
Tabltha. 

John  A.  Wilson  was  born  in  Washington 
County,  Pennsylvania,  March  19,  1837,  and  his 
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wife  was  bom  May  21,  1840.  They  were  mar- 
ried April  26,  1866.  She  was  a daughter  of 
Ebenezer  and  Mary  (Ferguson)  McKitrick,  the 
former  of  whom  was  a farmer  and  early  settler 
of  German  Township.  The  children  born  to 
Ebenezer  McKitrick  and  his  wife  were  as  fol- 
lows: Elizabeth,  Martha,  Nathan,  Jonathan. 
May,  Isabel,  Alexander,  Agnes,  Samantha, 
Juniatta,  and  one  who  died  unnamed. 

For  practically  all  of  his  life  John  A.  Wilson 
lived  in  Rumley  Township,  where  he  was  en- 
gaged in  cultivating  his  valuable  farm  of  108 
acres  of  land.  He  and  his  wife  became  the 
parents  of  the  following  children:  David  M., 
who  is  deceased : Mary  Eveline,  who  died  when 
small ; Maggie  Jane,  who  is  deceased : and 
James  N.,  who  was  the  youngest.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Wilson  were  members  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  and  died  firm  in  that  faith,  he,  June 
18,  1911,  and  she,  August  17,  1884. 

James  N.  Wilson  attended  the  schools  of  his 
district  in  Rumley  Township,  and  has  lived  on 
his  present  farm,  which  still  comprises  108 
acres,  and  he  is  carrying  on  a general  farming 
and  stock-raising  business  with  gratifying  re- 
sults, for  he  has  good  land  and  knows  how  to 
work  it. 

On  May  16,  1894,  Mr.  ^Vilson  was  united  in 
marriage  with  Anna  C.  Kuhn,  born  October  6. 
1872,  a daughter  of  Henry  A.  and  Phoebe  (Ell- 
wood)  Kuhn.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wilson  became  the 
parents  of  children  as  follows:  John  H..  who 
was  bora  August  12,  1895:  Wilma  V.,  who  was 
bora  October  11,  1897:  Harold  Floyd,  who  was 
born  November  16,  1899;  and  Clarence  Owen, 
who  was  bora  April  11,  1902.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Wilson  are  members  of  the  Reform  Church  at 
Jefferson  and  are  highly  valued  in  that  con- 
gregation as  they  are  elsewhere,  for  they  are 
fine  people  in  every  respect. 

Barclay  Welch  Moore.  The  Moore  family 
was  founded  in  Harrison  County  in  1808  by 
William  Moore,  great-grandfather  of  the  pres- 
ent generation.  He  was  born  in  Westmoreland 
County,  Pennsylvania,  in  1779,  and  married 
Sarah  Corey.  He  became  prominent  in  this 
county  and  was  the  first  member  of  the  Ohio 
Legislature  elected  from  Harrison  County. 

Barclay  W.  Moore,  prosecuting  attorney  of 
Harrison  County,  was  born  in  Cadiz  on  July 
18,  1884,  the  son  of  I.  Craig  Moore  and  grand- 
son of  John,  the  son  of  William,  the  pioneer. 

I.  Craig  Moore  was  bora  July  24,  1854,  in 
Green  Township,  and  his  wife,  Anna  E.  (Welch) 
Moore,  was  bora  January  15,  1859,  in  Cadiz. 
She  is  a daughter  of  David  Barclay  and  Martha 
C.  (Lyon)  Welch,  and  the  Welch  family  history 
is  contemporary  with  the  history  of  Ohio.  Her 
ancestry  cnme  as  early  as  1801,  and  had  much 
to  do  with  the  development  of  the  frontier  com- 
munity. They  were  active  in  organizing  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  and  the  cemetery  at  Beech 
Spring  Church  was  given  to  the  community  by 
this  pioneer  family.  The  Moores  and  Welchs 
were  all  early  citizens  in  Harrison  County. 

John  Moore,  grandfather  of  B.  W.  Moore,  was 
born  in  Green  Township  July  27,  1813,  and  his 
wife,  Elizabeth  (McCullough)  Moore,  was  born 
five  years  later  in  the  same  community. 


I.  Craig  Moore  was  but  a boy  when  the  fam- 
ily removed  to  Cadiz  in  1868.  As  a young  man 
he  entered  the  First  National  Bank  of  Cadiz, 
of  which  he  in  later  years  became  cashier.  In 
1897  he  was  appointed  a special  national  bank 
examiner  and  traveled  about  the  country  four 
or  five  years.  In  1902  he  became  secretary  and 
treasurer  of  a savings  and  trust  company  in 
Sharon,  Pennsylvania,  but  for  the  last  few 
years  he  has  been  retired  from  active  business, 
residing  at  Sharon,  Pennsylvania. 

Barclay  W.  Moore  was  graduated  from  the 
Cadiz  High  School  in  1900,  and  then  spent  one 
year  In  the  Kiskiminetas  School  at  Saltsburg, 
Pennsylvania.  Recognizing  the  advantages  of 
a liberal  education,  he  entered  Washington  and 
Jefferson  College,  receiving  hds  Bachelor  of 
Arts  degree  in  1905,  and  a year  later  matricu- 
lated in  the  law  department  of  Ohio  State  Uni- 
versity In  Columbus,  receiving  his  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Laws  In  1909.  He  was  admitted  to 
the  bar  in  June,  1909,  and  since  that  time  has 
practiced  law  in  Cadiz.  For  two  years  he  was 
private  secretary  to  Hon.  D.  A.  Hollingsworth, 
member  of  Congress.  In  1918  B.  W.  Moore  was 
elected  prosecuting  attorney  of  Harrison  County 
and  was  re-elected  in  1920  by  the  largest  ma- 
jority on  the  county  ticket.  He  was  local 
chairman  of  the  War  Savings  Commission  in 
Harrison  County,  and  he  is  always  active  in 
any  community  effort.  In  October,  1918,  he 
volunteered  for  overseas  military  service,  and 
had  his  training  at  Fort  H.  G.  Wright  on  Long 
Island,  but  the  signing  of  the  armistice  pre- 
vented his  going  overseas  and  he  was  dis- 
charged November  26th  of  the  same  year  with 
the  rank  of  corporal.  He  immediately  returned 
to  Cadiz  and  entered  upon  his  duties  as  prose- 
cuting attorney. 

On  Saint  Valentine’s  day,  1917,  Mr.  Moore 
married  Persia  K.  Ilenthorne,  a daughter  of 
the  Rev.  Charles  B.  and  Catherine  (Ryder) 
Henthorne. 

While  in  Washington  and  Jefferson  College 
Mr.  Moore  was  a fraternity  man,  being  a mem- 
ber of  Delta  Tau  Delta,  and  at  Ohio  State  Uni- 
versity he  was  a member  of  the  Phi  Delta  Phi. 
He  is  a member  of  Cadiz  Lodge  No.  219.  F.  & 
A.  M..  and  of  Chapter  171.  By  nature  and 
attainment  Mr.  Moore  is  suited  to  the  profes- 
sion he  has  chosen,  and  youth  and  ambition  are 
all  in  his  favor. 

Joseph  Miller,  one  of  the  substantial  farmers 
and  sterling  citizens  of  German  Township.  Har- 
rison County,  is  a representative  of  an  honored 
pioneer  family  that  was  here  founded  in  the 
early  pioneer  days.  His  grandfather,  George 
Miller,  reclaimed  a farm  from  the  forest  wilds 
and  became  one  of  the  prosperous  citizens  of 
German  Township.  The  family  name  of  his 
wife  was  Sawvell.  and  both  were  earnest  com- 
municants of  the  Lutheran  Church.  Of  their 
children  the  following  names  are  recorded: 
Solomon,  Adam,  George,  Jr.,  Melinda,  Lydia, 
Mary  Ann  and  Catherine. 

Joseph  Miller  was  bora  ka  Loudon  Township, 
Carroll  County,  January  4,  1851,  and  is  a son 
of  George  Miller,  Jr.,  and  Catherine  Lownail- 
ler)  Miller,  both  natives  of  German  Township, 
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Harrison  County.  Mrs.  Miller  was  a daughter 
of  Harry  Lowmiller,  who  was  bom  in  Maryland 
and  was  a boy  when  his  parents  came  to  Harri- 
son County,  Ohio,  and  numbered  themselves 
among  the  earliest  settlers  in  the  present  Ger- 
man Township.  George  Miller,  Jr.,  was  reared 
and  educated  in  German  Township  and  even- 
tually became  one  of  the  representative  expon- 
ents of  farm  industry  in  Loudon  Township, 
Oarroll  County,  where  he  established  his  home 
soon  after  his  marriage  and  where  he  continued 
his  residence  until  his  death,  May  9,  1888.  His 
wife  died  in  August,  1892,  and  both  were  earn- 
est members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 
They  became  the  parents  of  the  following  chil- 
dren— Mary  Ann  (Mrs.  Simeon  Gotschall),  Ab- 
solom,  Jacob,  Joseph,  Sarah  (Mrs.  Abraham 
Baker),  Hannah  (Mrs.  James  Ryder),  Henry 
(deceased,  aged  eight  years),  and  Lydia  (Mrs. 
John  Shawver). 

To  the  district  schools  of  Loudon  Township, 
Carroll  County,  Joseph  Miller  paid  due  aca- 
demic tribute  during  the  period  of  his  boyhood 
and  youth,  and  in  the  meanwhile  he  profited 
also  by  the  sturdy  discipline  gained  in  connec- 
tion with  the  activities  of  the  home  farm.  In 
1871  he  assumed  connubial  responsibilities,  and 
it  was  soon  after  his  marriage  that  he  estab- 
lished hi 8 residence  on  a farm  which  he  rented 
in  Rumley  Township,  Harrison  County.  There 
he  continued  his  vigorous  operations  eleven 
years,  and  for  the  ensuing  three  years  he  rented 
a farm  in  German  Township.  The  next  two 
years  found  him  engaged  in  farming  in  North 
Township,  and  in  1893  he  purchased  his  present 
farm,  which  comprises  ninety-one  acres  of  fertile 
and  productive  land  and  is  one  of  the  valuable 
properties  of  German  Township.  He  has 
erected  substantial  and  modern  buildings  on  the 
place,  in  fact  all  of  the  buildings  that  are  here 
found  were  placed  since  the  property  came  into 
his  possession  except  the  horse  barn*  The  house 
is  modern  in  design  and  appointments,  is 
equipped  with  steam  heat  and  has  running  hot 
and  cold  water  in  all  rooms,  so  that  it  figures 
as  one  of  the  model  farm  dwellings  of  the 
community.  Mr.  Miller  has  had  no  ambition 
for  political  activities  or  official  preferment,  but 
is  loyal  to  all  civic  responsibilities  and  gives 
his  support  to  the  democratic  party.  Both  he 
and  his  wife  are  influential  members  of  the 
Howard  Chapel  (Methodist  Episcopal),  and  he 
has  served  as  trustee  and  steward  of  the  same. 

The  year  1871  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Miller  to  Miss  Nancy  L.  Zollars,  daughter  of 
David  and  Matilda  (Richardson)  Zollars,  of 
German  Township,  Harrison  County.  Of  this 
union  have  been  born  four  children:  George  D. 
married  Miss  Carlie  Rife  and  they  had  three 
children — -Harold,  who  is  deceased;  Nellie,  who 
is  the  wife  of  William  Dedrich  and  has  one 
child,  Harold:  and  Joseph  E.  David  W.  mar- 
ried Miss  Anna  Galligher,  and  of  their  two 
children,  Josephine  and  Nancy  Ellen,  the  for- 
mer is  deceased.  Joseph  Eugene  first  married 
Miss  Louise  Briney,  and  they  became  the  par- 
ents of  three  children,  Henry,  Doris  (deceased), 
and  Lando  (deceased).  After  the  death  of  his 
first  wife  Joseph  E.  married  Miss  Helen  Hard- 
lngton,  and  they  have  two  children,  Marlon  and 


Ruth,  the  family  home  being  now  in  the  City 
of  Columbus.  Jacob  S.,  who  resides  at  Dillon- 
vale,  Jefferson  County,  married  Miss  Hazel 
Petty,  and  they  have  one  child,  Ward  Eugene. 

Samuel  D.  Cole,  still  a landowner  of  Rumley 
Township,  although  now  living  retired  in  Mar- 
tins Ferry,  Ohio,  was  formerly  one  of  the  active 
and  progressive  farmers  of  Harrison  County.  He 
was  born  in  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania, 
July  18,  1847,  a son  of  Moses  and  Rebecca 
(Buxton)  Cole,  and  grandson  of  Samuel  Cole. 

Samuel  Cole  was  bom  December  27,  1792,  and 
his  wife,  Amy  Perrine,  was  bora  December  7, 
1790,  and  they  were  farming  people  of  Wash- 
ington County,  Pennsylvania.  Their  children 
were  as  follows:  Moses,  who  was  born  Febru- 
ary 26,  1815;  Sarah,  who  was  bora  July  22, 
1816;  Judah,  who  was  bom  February  9,  1818; 
Peter,  who  was  bom  April  28,  1820;  Ann,  who 
was  bora  July  16,  1822;  and  Harmon,  who  was 
bora  April  25,  1824.  After  the  death  of  his 
first  wife  Samuel  Cole  was  married  to  Ann 
Perrine,  who  was  born  December  27,  1800,  and 
their  children  were  as  follows:  Samuel,  who 
was  bora  September  8,  1826;  Margaret,  who 
was  bora  February  27,  1828;  Nancy,  who  was 
born  December  4,  1829;  Stephen,  who  was  bora 
September  20,  1831;  Amy,  who  was  bora  June 
18,  1833;  David,  who  was  bora  May  23,  1835; 
Mary,  who  was  bora  March  14,  1837;  William, 
who  was  bom  June  15,  1839;  Catherine,  who 
was  bora  March  29,  1841;  and  Caroline,  who 
was  born  August  26,  1843,  died  February  22, 
1910. 

Moses  Cole  was  a native  of  Washington 
County,  Pennsylvania,  but  his  wife  was  bora 
in  Brook  County,  Virginia,  a daughter  of  Jacob 
and  Elizabeth  (Davis)  Buxton.  Jacob  Buxton 
was  born  February  12,  1774,  and  became  a mil- 
ler of  Brook  County,  Virginia.  He  and  his  wife 
had  the  following  family:  Aris,  who  was  bora 
August  14,  1808;  Davis,  who  was  bora  April 
28,  1810;  Amos,  who  was  bora  December  4, 
1811;  Ezekiel,  who  was  born  July  11,  1813; 
Ezra,  who  was  bom  November  15,  1814;  Han- 
nah, who  was  bora  October  8,  1816;  Friend, 
who  was  born  October  2,  1818;  Rebecca,  who 
was  born  September  1,  1820;  Hadder,  who  was 
bora  April  7,  1822;  Absolom,  who  was  born 
March  25,  1824;  Amon,  who  was  bom  June  15, 
1826;  Elizabeth,  who  was  born  May  27,  1828; 
and  Melissa,  who  was  bora  April  27,  1831. 

Until  1848  Moses  Cole  continued  to  be  a 
farmer  of  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania,  but 
in  that  year  migrated  to  Harrison  County,  Ohio, 
and  bought  the  farm  in  Rumley  Township  now 
owned  by  his  son  Samuel  D.  Cole,  and  here 
he  continued  to  reside  until  his  death,  at  which 
time  he  was  the  owner  of  300  acres  of  land. 
Both  he  and  his  wife  were  members  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  of  which  he  was  an  elder 
for  a number  of  years. 

Samuel  D.  Cole  went  to  the  district  schools 
of  his  neighborhood,  and  grew  up  on  his  pres- 
ent home  farm,  where  he  spent  his  life  since 
coming  to  it  with  his  parents  in  1848  until  he 
removed  on  October  8,  1920,  to  Martins  Ferry. 
He  owns  168  acres  of  land,  and  until  about 
1917  was  engaged  in  a general  line  of  farming 
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and  stock-raising,  but  since  then  has  been  taking 
life  less  strenuously. 

On  March  31,  1885,  Samuel  D.  Cole  was 
married  to  Esther  Patton,  of  Sclo,  Ohio,  a 
daughter  of  James  and  Mary  (Maxwell)  Pat- 
ton, and  they  became  the  parents  of  the  follow- 
ing children : Mary,  who  lives  at  Martins  Ferry, 
Ohio;  Alonzo  D.,  who  was  married  August  25, 
1915,  to  Ina  Markley;  Margaret  K.,  who  was 
married  June  1,  1909,  to  Paul  L.  Henderson, 
and  has  the  following  children,  Leroy  K.,  born 
March  28,  1911;  Lynn  Paul,  born  November  20, 
1913;  Martha  Mary,  born  October  16,  1918,  and 
Ralph  Cole,  born  October  17,  1920;  Paul  L. 
lives  on  the  old  Cole  homestead,  which  he  is 
managing;  Bessie  Martha,  who  is  now  prin- 
cipal of  the  public  schools  of  Bowerston,  Ohio; 
and  James  D.,  who  married  Florence  Luciie 
Henderson  October  25,  1916,  lives  at  Cleveland, 
Ohio.  The  Ridge  Presbyterian  Church  holds 
the  membership  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cole  and  Mr. 
Cole  has  been  an  elder  ip  it  for  a number  of 
years.  He  is  a man  who  is  held  in  the  highest 
respect  all  over  the  county  and  deserves  the 
prosperity  which  has  attended  him.  He  and 
his  wife  have  reared  a fine  family,  their  sons 
and  daughters  doing  them  credit,  and  playing 
their  part  in  the  world’s  work. 

Howard  Isaac  Heavilin,  M.  D.  The  Heavi- 
lin  family  of  which  Dr.  H.  I.  Heavilin  of  Cadiz 
is  a member  has  been  in  Harrison  County  al- 
most from  the  beginning  of  its  history.  He 
was  born  January  30,  1880,  in  Archer,  although 
his  father,  Frank  M.  Heavilin,  is  a native  of 
Stock  Township.  Frank  W.  Heavilin  married 
Jennie  Anderson,  of  the  same  community.  She 
is  a daughter  of  Hugh  and  Catharine  (Stewart) 
Anderson.  The  Heavilins  and  Andersons  were 
all  early  residents  of  Harrison  County. 

The  grandfather.  Isaac  Heavilin,  was  born  in 
1811  in  Cadiz  Township,  and  his  wife,  Susan 
(Bricker)  Heavilin,  was  a native  of  Green 
Township.  While  Isaac  Heavilin  lived  on  a 
farm  in  Stock  Township,  he  was  a shoemaker 
and  his  sons  did  the  farming  for  him.  He 
died  in  1900,  having  lived  eighty-nine  years  in 
Harrison  County.  His  sons  were : Frank, 

Henry  and  Albert,  but  the  last  named  died  in 
1918. 

Frank  M.  Heavilin,  father  of  the  Doctor,  Is 
a farmer  in  Archer,  where  he  owns  320  acres, 
and  combines  general  farming  and  stock-rais- 
ing, making  a specialty  of  sheep.  The  children 
born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  F.  M.  Heavilin  are:  Anna, 
wife  of  Arthur  Beck;  Anderson,  a Cadiz  Town- 
ship farmer  and  oil  man;  Howard  I.;  Beatty, 
who  died  In  1915;  LeRoy,  principal  of  the  high 
school  at  Mycliff;  Harry,  at  home;  Park,  a 
Tuscarawas  County  farmer;  Vincent,  at  home; 
Pearl,  who  died  in  1916;  and  Nellie,  the  wife 
of  William  Gibbin.  They  all  attended  Gilmore 
School  in  Archer  Township,  and  for  six  years 
Dr.  H.  I.  Heavilin  was  a teacher  In  public 
schools,  attending  Sclo  College  between  times 
while  he  was  a teacher.  At  spare  times  he 
worked  as  a carpenter  while  securing  his  edu- 
cation. 

In  the  fall  of  1906  H.  I.  Heavilin  entered 
Starling  Medical  College  in  Columbus,  and  in 


1910  graduated  from  there  with  the  Doctor  of 
Medicine  degree.  He  immediately  located  in 
Cadiz  and  began  the  practice  of  medicine,  and 
since  that  time  has  been  a successful  physician 
and  surgeon.  On  August  3,  1909,  Do  tor  Heavi- 
lin married  Laura  B.  Morris,  a daughter  of 
Andrew  J.  Morris,  and  there  are  two  children: 
Frank  Morris  and  Gertrude.  The  Doctor  is  a 
member  of  the  American  Medical  Association 
and  president  of  the  Harrison  County  Medical 
Society.  He  is  a member  of  the  Masonic  Lodge, 
and  with  his  wife  belongs  to  the  Methodist 
Church  in  Cadiz. 

Olives  Bibney.  Aside  from  the  prestige  that 
is  his  as  one  of  the  now  venerable  sons  and 
representative  farmers  of  Harrison  County, 
Mr.  Bimey  has  the  further  distinction  of  being 
a scion  of  an  honored  pioneer  family  that  was 
here  founded  a century  ago,  when  this  section 
of  the  Buckeye  State  was  little  more  than  a 
forest  wilderness. 

Hugh  Birney,  grandfather  of  him  whose  name 
introduces  this  review,  was  born  in  County 
Tyrone,  Ireland,  in  17,80,  and  he  was  reared 
and  educated  in  his  native  land.  In  1801,  at 
the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  he  came  to 
America  in  company  with  two  of  his  brothers, 
and  he  first  established  his  residence  in  Chester 
County,  Pennsylvania,  in  which  commonwealth 
his  marriage  to  Elizabeth  Brown  was  solemn- 
ized in  1807.  In  1819  Mr.  Birney  came  to 
Ohio  and  purchased  121  acres  of  wild  land  in 
the  present  Green  Township,  Harrison  County. 
Later  he  added  160  acres  to  his  pioneer  farm 
property,  and  he  endured  his  full  share  of  the 
hardships  that  marked  that  period  of  the 
county’s  history.  He  eventually  reclaimed 
much  of  his  land  to  cultivation,  and  on  the 
old  homestead  he  and  his  wife  passed  the  re- 
mainder of  their  lives,  his  death  having  oc- 
curred in  September,  1862.  The  children  of 
this  sterling  pioneer  couple  were  eight  in  num- 
ber— William,  Wesley,  Rebecca,  Martha  (Mrs. 
Samuel  Hitchcock),  Jane  (Mrs.  George  Leas), 
Elizabeth  (Mrs.  Jacob  Hitchcock),  Samuel  and 
Asbury. 

Asbury  Birney  was  born  on  the  pioneer  farm 
of  his  father  in  Green  Township,  Harrison 
County,  and  the  date  of  his  nativity  was  March 
15,  1815.  The  primitive  log  schoolbouse  was 
the  scene  of  his  early  application  to  study,  and 
the  curriculum  was  very  limited  in  scope,  his 
broader  education  having  been  gained  by  self- 
discipline  and  association  with  the  practical 
affairs  of  life.  He  continued  to  be  engaged  in 
farm  enterprise  in  his  native  township  during 
his  entire  active  career,  and  was  the  owner  of 
a well  improved  farm  of  126  acres  at  the  time 
of  his  death  this  having  been  the  place  on  which 
he  was  born  and  reared.  On  the  23d  of  April, 
1840,  he  was  united  In  marriage  with  Miss 
Eleanor  McCullough,  who  was  born  May  29, 
1821,  a daughter  of  Hugh  and  Isabella  (Cun- 
ningham) McCullough,  natives  of  Ireland  and 
early  settlers  in  Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  where 
they  established  their  home  in  the  year  1810, 
the  remainder  of  their  lives  having  been  passed 
in  that  county.  Their  children  were  six  in 
number — Alexander,  John,  Isabella,  Margaret, 
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Catherine  and  Eleanor.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Asbury 
Birney  continued  to  reside  on  their  old  home- 
stead farm  until  the  close  of  their  lives,  were 
earnest  members  of  the  Methodist  Epscopal 
Church  and  commanded  the  high  regard  of  all 
who  knew  them.  Mr.  Birney  died  November 
30,  1888,  and  his  wife  died  May  26,  1903.  He 
was  a man  of  marked  energy  and  business 
ability,  and  in  1875  he  erected  as  a family 
home  one  of  the  finest  farm  houses  of  the 
county  at  that  time.  Of  the  children  the  first- 
born was  Isabella,  who  died  May  22,  1863 ; 
Oliver,  immediate  subject  of  this  review,  was 
the  next  in  order  of  birth;  Almond  has  long 
been  a resident  of  Labette  County,  Kansas; 
Hugh  W.  remained  on  a part  of  the  old  home- 
stead in  Green  Township  until  he  removed  to 
Cadiz  and  was  one  of  the  representative 
farmers  of  that  section  of  his  native  county, 
his  death  having  occurred  November  24,  1916; 
John  William,  a resident  of  German  Township; 
Elizabeth  became  the  wife  of  Joseph  McCul- 
lough, of  Archer  Township;  and  Rebecca  J., 
now  deceased,  was  the  wife  of  Henry  K.  Ford, 
.of  Salem  Township  JetTerson  County. 

Oliver  Birney  was  born  on  the  old  home  farm 
in  Green  Township  April  5,  1843,  and  is  in- 
debted to  the  common  schools  of  the  locality 
and  period  for  his  early  education.  As  a young 
man  he  began  independent  farm  activities  in 
his  native  township,  where  he  remained  until 
1871,  when  he  removed  to  his  present  farm  of 
125  acres  iu  German  Township.  Though  he  is 
now  nearing  the  eightieth  milestone  on  the 
journey  of  life,  he  is  hale  and  alert,  of  mental 
and  physical  powers  and  takes  pleasure  in  giv- 
ing a general  supervision  to  the  affairs  of  his 
fine  farm,  besides  which  he  has  for  more  than 
half  a century  owned  and  operated  a threshing 
outfit  in  his  native  county.  He  is  a staunch 
democrat  in  politics,  has  served  as  trustee  of 
German  Township,  and  he  and  his  wife  In  the 
gracious  twilight  of  their  long  and  worthy 
lives  have  the  affectionate  regard  of  the  people 
of  their  home  community,  both  being  earnest 
members  of  the  Bethel  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  in  their  home  township. 

On  the  24th  of  August,  1871,  was  solemn! zed 
the  marriage  of  Mr.  Birney  to  Miss  Elizabeth 
Beatty,  who  was  born  in  Licking  County,  Ohio, 
a daughter  of  William  and  Charlotte  (Law) 
Beatty,  who  there  remained  until  their  deaths. 
Mr.  Beatty  having  been  a prosperous  farmer  of 
that  county.  He  was  venerable  in  years  at  the 
time  of  his  death  in  1902,  his  wife  having  passed 
away  in  1894  and  both  having  been  zealous 
members  of  Protestant  Methodist  Church.  They 
became  the  parents  of  a fine  family  of  twelve 
children,  namely:  Elizabeth,  Mary  Ann,  Maria, 
John  Wesley,  Margaret  Jane,  Martha,  Lucy, 
Sarah,  William  Law,  Wilbur,  Olive  and  Etta. 
In  the  autumn  of  1860  eight  of  these  children 
died  within  a single  week,  they  having  suc- 
cumbed when  attacked  by  diphtheria,  then  com- 
monly known  as  “black  tongue.”  At  the  time 
when  this  epidemic  thus  brought  death  in  its 
wake  there  were  only  nine  children  in  the 
Beatty  home,  and  of  the  number  Elizabeth,  wife 
of  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  was  the  only  one 
that  survived,  the  other  children  having  been 


born  subsequently  to  that  fateful  year.  In  con- 
clusion is  entered  brief  record  concerning  the 
children  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Birney:  Etta  Belle 

is  the  wife  of  Wesley  Mattern,  of  Green  Town- 
ship ; Elmer  Emmett,  now  a resident  of  El  Paso, 
Texas,  married  Miss  Martha  Bush  and  they 
have  one  child,  Arlene;  Charlotte  Eleanor  re- 
mains at  the  parental  home;  Jennie  Olive  is 
the  wife  of  Elmer  Hall,  of  Green  Township, 
Harrison  County,  and  they  have  one  child, 
Lauress;  Wilbur  B.  is  individually  mentioned 
on  other  pages  of  this  work;  Clara  married 
Ernest  Morgan,  deceased,  of  German  Town- 
ship; and  Mae  Is  the  wife  of  Rolla  Henry,  of 
Uhrichsville,  Tuscarawas  County. 

David  Allison.  The  name  of  the  late  David 
Allison,  of  Green  Township,  is  commemorated 
in  the  annals  of  the  community  by  his  son, 
Howard  S.  Allison,  who  is  in  charge  of  affairs 
at  the  old  Allison  family  homestead  in  Green 
Township.  Mr.  Allison  died  there  in  1894,  after 
a long  and  useful  life  in  the  community. 

David  Allison  was  a native  of  Starke  County, 
Ohio.  Since  his  death  Mrs.  Allison  and  her 
sons  have  continued  In  possession  of  the  family 
homestead  near  Hopedale.  The  mother  and  one 
son,  Howard  S.,  still  live  there.  H.  S.  Allison 
has  managed  the  Allison  homestead  farm  for 
twenty-five  years. 

The  Allisons  are  among  the  most  highly  re- 
spected people  of  the  community.  There  are 
three  sons.  Harry  F.  Allison  married  Myrtle 
Baxter,  and  after  she  died  he  married  Jean- 
nette Shultz.  Willard  R.  Allison  married  Clara 
Snively.  Howard  S.  Allison  is  unmarried  and 
lives  in  the  old  Allison  homestead  with  his 
mother. 

Joseph  Mitchell  McElboy.  The  late  Joseph 
M.  McElroy  was  one  of  the  well-known  and 
popular  citizens  of  Rumley  Township,  Harrison 
County.  He  was  born  in  Island  Creek  Town- 
ship, Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  December  30,  1855, 
and  was  a son  of  Joseph  and  Mary  Jane  (Lee) 
McElroy,  and  grandson  of  James  McElroy. 

James  McElroy  was  bom  in  1774,  near  Balti- 
more, Maryland,  and  died  in  Jefferson  County, 
Ohio,  where  he  had  been  a farmer  for  a num- 
ber of  years,  in  1858.  He  married  Mary  Mit- 
chell, who  was  bom  in  1776,  and  died  in  1850. 
Their  children  were  as  follows:  Margaret, 

James,  Jane,  Joseph,  John  and  Elizabeth.  They 
were  all  members  of  the  Associated  Reformed 
Presbyterian  Church. 

Joseph  McElroy  was  bora  in  Washington 
County,  Pennsylvania,  and  his  wife  was  bom 
in  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  a daughter  of  James 
and  Ruth  (Crouch)  Lee.  James  Lee  was  one  of 
the  early  farmers  and  stockraisers  of  German 
Township.  During  his  younger  years  Joseph 
McElroy  was  a merchant,  but  later  on  In  life 
he  moved  from  German  Township,  where  he 
had  carried  on  his  store,  and  became  a farmer 
of  Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  and  there  he  died 
December  4,  1863,  his  widow  surviving  him  un- 
til June  11,  1876.  Their  children  were  as  fol- 
lows: Mary  Virginia,  James  Lee,  Joseph  M., 

Margaret  Florence,  who  died  in  1872,  and  Anna 
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Elizabeth.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Joseph  McElroy  were 
members  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church. 

The  educational  training  of  Joseph  M.  Mc- 
Elroy was  that  afforded  by  the  district  schools 
of  Island  Creek  Township,  Jefferson  County, 
Ohio.  As  a young  man  he  learned  the  harness- 
making and  saddlery  trade,  and  worked  at  it 
for  a few  years,  and  then  went  on  a farm  in 
German  Township,  Harrison  County,  and  was 
engaged  in  farming  and  handling  stock  until 
1896,  when  he  moved  to  Jewett  and  became  as- 
sociated with  Samuel  Arbaugh  in  a grain,  stock 
and  wool  business,  which  partnership  continued 
until  the  death  of  Mr.  Arbaugh  in  1917.  Mr. 
McElroy  continued  to  deal  in  stock  and  handle 
wool,  conduct  his  fine  property  in  German  Town- 
ship, comprising  110  acres,  until  his  death  on 
November  8,  1920. 

On  December  27.  1877,  Mr.  McElroy  was 
united  in  marriage  with  Irene  Winings,  a daugh- 
ter of  Jacob  and  Mary  (Chase)  Winings.  The 
children  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  McElroy  are  as 
follows:  Mary  Estella,  who  married  Cortez 

L.  Williams,  an  attorney  of  Steubenville,  Ohio, 
has  one  living  child,  Cortez  McElroy,  the  other 
one,  Edwin  Dee,  being  deceased ; Joseph  Harold, 
who  married  Maude  V.  Baird,  lives  at  Carroll- 
ton, Ohio,  and  has  had  the  following  children, 
Flora  Irene,  deceased,  Joseph  William,  Harold 
Baird,  Mary  Elizabeth,  Lee  Montgomery,  and 
Ruth  Joan;  William  H.,  who  married  Clara 
Pratt,  lives  at  East  Cleveland,  Ohio,  and  has 
two  children,  William  H.,  Jr.,  and  Beatrice 
Marguerite:  Wilma  Katherine,  who  is  unmar- 
ried and  is  teaching  in  the  Steubenville,  Ohio, 
public  schools.  Mrs.  McElroy  died  December 
5,  1902.  On  October  24.  1907,  Mr!  McElroy  was 
united  in  marriage  with  Jennie  Herron,  a daugh- 
ter of  Robert  and  Mary  (Hanna)  Herron.  Rob- 
ert Herron  was  bom  in  Washington  County, 
Pennsylvania,  April  10,  1817,  ad  died  June  17, 
1884.  His  wife,  who  was  born  in  German 
Township,  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  July  10,  1825, 
was  a daughter  of  James  and  Mary  (McCleary) 
Hanna.  The  paternal  grandfather  of  Mrs.  Mc- 
Elroy, Andrew  Herron,  was  born  in  Maryland, 
but  became  a farmer  of  Washington  County, 
Pennsylvania.  He  married  Elizabeth  Neely. 

Robert  Herron  was  a minister  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church,  and  in  1847  came  to  Harrison 
County,  Ohio,  as  assistant  pastor  at  the  Beech 
Spring  Presbyterian  Church.  In  1848  he  was 
made  pastor  of  the  Ridge  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Archer  Township.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Herron  was 
a man  of  great  scholastic  ability  and  a graduate 
of  Muskingum  College,  class  of  1845.  He  had 
also  attended  the  Western  Theological  Seminary 
for  his  professional  training.  His  pastorate  of 
the  Ridge  Church  lasted  until  1874,  and  he  was 
beloved  by  his  people,  to  whom  he  w*as  a tender 
and  sympathetic  friend  as  well  as  a spiritual 
director  and  pastor.  His  death  occurred  June 
17,  18S4.  his  widow  surviving  him  until  Novem- 
ber 27,  1901.  The  children  of  Robert  Herron 
and  his  wife  were  as  follows:  Andrew,  who 

was  a Presbyterian  minister,  is  now  deceased; 
John,  who  was  also  a minister  of  the  .same 
faith  as  his  father  and  brother,  is  deceased: 
and  Mrs.  McElroy,  who  was  the  youngest  born. 


Mr.  McElroy  was  a member  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  of  Jewett,  and  belonged  to  Gen- 
eral Custer  Lodge,  K.  of  P.,  at  Scio,  Ohio.  A 
man  of  energy  and  determination,  made  a suc- 
cess of  his  various  undertakings,  and  while  do- 
ing so  he  did  not  neglect  his  duty  as  a citizen, 
and  ever  took  an  active  interest  in  local  mat- 
ters. Mrs.  McElroy  is  a member  of  the  Jewett 
Presbyterian  Church. 

David  P.  Host.  While  David  P.  Host  has 
been  a resident  of  Cadiz  for  many  years  his 
birth  occurred  January  3,  1842,  in  West  Carlyle, 
Coshocton  County,  Ohio.  His  father,  Samuel 
Host,  was  born  in  1801,  near  Smithfleld,  Jeffer- 
son County,  but  the  mother,  Jane  (Hines)  Host, 
Is  a native  of  Harrison  County.  She  Is  a 
daughter  of  William  and  Sarah  Hines,  who 
came  from  Ireland.  They  were  married  in 
Ireland  and  later  came  to  America.  They  were 
pioneers  in  Harrison  County.  Their  children 
were:  Mary,  Christopher,  William,  John,  David, 
Zilla  and  Lovina. 

There  has  been  evolution  in  the  spelling  of 
the  name  Host,  as  the  grandfather,  Samuel, 
called  himself  Hoss.  He  was  a blacksmith  in 
Smithfleld,  Jefferson  County.  His  children 
were:  Harvey,  Samufel,  William  and  John.  The 
son,  Samuel,  through  whom  the  lineage  is 
traced,  was  later  a blacksmith  in  Coshocton 
County,  Ohio.  In  1847  he  removed  to  Lacey- 
ville,  Harrison  County,  where  he  was  a black- 
smith the  remainder  of  his  days.  In  1825  he 
married  Louisa  Oxley,  and  their  children  were: 
Henry.  James.  John  and  Louisa.  She  died,  and 
his  children  by  a second  marriage  were:  Wil- 
liam, David,  Eliza  and  Amos. 

David  P.  Host  enjoyed  common  school  ad- 
vantages at  the  Sampson  School  in  Stock  Town- 
ship. and  as  a young  man  worked  on  a farm 
in  that  community.  On  November  16,  1861,  he 
enlisted  in  Company  C of  the  Forty-third  Ohio 
Volunteer  Infantry,  and  was  out  three  years 
and  eight  mouths  as  a Civil  war  soldier.  He 
was  discharged  July  13,  1865,  and  returned  to 
Harrison  County.  Mr.  Host  was  wounded  at 
the  battle  of  Corinth.  Mississippi,  and  was  in 
a hospital  thirty  days  as  a result  of  it.  He 
was  in  some  of  the  hardest  fought  battles  and 
was  with  General  Sherman  in  his  march  from 
Atlanta  to  the  sea.  When  he  returned  to  civil 
life  Mr.  Host  first  engaged  in  mercantile  pur- 
suits at  Tappan,  Harrison  County.  Two  years 
later  he  engaged  in  the  coal  business  in  Tus- 
carawas County.  He  afterward  operated  a saw 
mill  in  Harrison  County  for  thirteen  years. 

Finally  Mr.  Host  went  on  a farm  near  Tappan 
and  remained  there  until  1892,  when  he  was 
elected  sheriff  of  Harrison  County.  He  was 
sheriff  four  years  and  served  as  deputy  sheriff 
four  years,  and  when  out  of  office  he  remained 
in  Cadiz.  For  many  years  he  has  been  a jus- 
tice of  the  peace,  and  he  is  known  to  almost 
everybody  in  Harrison  County. 

On  June  5,  1872,  Mr.  Host  married  Catherine 
M.  Granfell,  daughter  of  Miles  and  Jane  Gran- 
fell,  and  their  children  are:  Amos  Edwin,  Grace 
Irene,  the  wife  of  W.  C.  Nicholas;  Ivan  Warren. 
James  A.  and  John  Warren.  They  are  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Methodist  Church  in  Cadiz.  Since 
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1871  Mr.  Host  has  been  a member  of  the  I. 
O.  O.  F.  Lodge,  and  he  is  a member  of  the  R. 
M.  Lyon  Post,  G.  A.  R.,  at  Bowerston,  Ohio,  of 
which  he  was  a charter  member  and  served  as 
its  first  adjutant. 

John  Cbosket.  When  John  Croskey,  of  Green 
Township,  counts  back  to  the  third  generation 
he  finds  that  he  is  an  Irishman.  John  Croskey, 
who  is  now  past  four  score,  was  bom  July  22, 
1836,  in  Green  ^Township,  Harrison  County, 
where  his  father  had  come  as  a settler.  Will- 
iam Croskey  was  bom  in  1796,  in  Washington 
County,  Pennsylvania,  and  his  wife.  Mary 
Crabb.  was  bora  in  Jefferson  County,  Ohio. 

Just  one  step  backward  in  the  Croskey  line- 
age shows  that  Robert  and  Catherine  (Ring- 
land)  Croskey  came  from  Ireland.  They  came 
to  America  in  1774 — colonial  period  in  Ameri- 
can history.  They  lived  in  Maryland  through 
the  Revolutionary  struggle,  and  later  they  lo- 
cated in  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania.  It 
used  to  be  said  that  Ohio  was  admitted  into 
the  Union  in  1802.  later  historians  to  the  con- 
trary, but  according  to  recent  data  they  were 
settlers  in  Ohio  one  year  before  statehood  was 
granted,  locating  in  Harrison  County.  They 
owned  100  acres  of  land  and  ended  their 
days  on  it. 

The  children  in  the  second  generation  of 
Croskeys  in  America  are:  John,  William,  Rob- 

ert, Samuel,  Catherine,  Rachel,  Margaret,  Eliza- 
beth and  Mary.  John  Croskey  is  descended 
from  the  youngest  son,  William  Croskey.  He 
always  lived  in  Green  Township,  Harrison 
County.  In  April,  1845,  he  moved  to  the  farm 
where  his  son  John  Croskey  lives  today.  He 
died  there  in  1872.  His  children  were : Robert, 
Margaret,  Henry,  Anna,  Mary,  Sarah,  John  and 
William.  The  Croskeys  are  Presbyterians. 

John  Croskey  had  the  meager  educational 
advantages  of  his  day,  and  early  turned  his 
attention  to  agriculture.  He  now  owns  520 
acres  of  land.  In  1866  he  married  Eliza  Ann 
Mansfield,  a daughter  of  John  and  Rhody 
(Welch)  Mansfield.  Their  children  are:  Wil- 
liam B.,  Rhody  W.,  John  M.  and  Ephraim  S. 
William  lives  at  the  family  homestead  and 
John  M.  near  by,  and  they  farm  It  together. 
John  M.  Croskey  married  Emma  Porter,  and 
their  children  are  Naomi,  Eliza,  John  and  Mary. 

The  annals  of  the  Mansfield  family  show  that 
John  Mansfield  was  a farmer  in  Wayne  Town- 
ship, Jefferson  County.  He  built  the  first  brick 
house  in  that  part  of  the  country.  The  Mans- 
field children  are:  Welch.  Thomas.  Eliza.  Cyrns 
and  Reason.  John  and  William  died  in  child- 
hood. The  Mansfields  are  Presbyterians.  The 
Croskeys  are  among  the  well  known  families  of 
Harrison  County.  For  more  than  a century  the 
name  has  been  written  In  the  archives  of  the 
commonwealth  of  Ohio. 

Edward  Clifford.  While  Edward  Clifford  is 
a prosperous  Green  Township  farmer  and  stock- 
man,  his  father  before  him  was  an  immigrant 
from  Ireland,  being  one  of  five  children  who 
came  with  their  widowed  mother  to  the  United 
States.  Mr.  Clifford  was  bom  In  the  commun- 
ity where  he  now  lives  December  16,  1856.  His 


father,  John  Clifford,  was  bora  forty  years 
earlier  in  County  Cavan,  Ireland.  The  father 
died  May  30,  1900.  He  married  Mary  Ann 
Jamieson,  of  Cadiz  Township,  after  coming  to 
Harrison  County.  She  was  a daughter  of  An- 
drew and  Mary  (McFadden)  Jamieson. 

John  Clifford,  Sr.,  was  the  head  of  the  house 
of  Clifford  In  Ireland.  His  wife  was  Mary 
Byers,  and  after  his  demise  she  brought  her 
five  children  to  the  land  of  promise  across  the 
Atlantic.  After  stopping  for  a while  in  Wash- 
ington County,  Pennsylvania,  they  located  in 
Cadiz  Township,  Harrison  County.  The  chil- 
dren of  this  immigrant  family  were:  Mar- 
garet, John,  Edward,  Mary  and  Esther.  They 
must  have  come  from  the  north  of  Ireland,  as 
they  were  Presbyterians.  It  was  in  1841  that 
the  Cliffords  came  to  America,  and  much  de- 
volved upon  this  oldest  son  through  whom  Ed- 
ward Clifford  is  descended. 

As  a young  man  and  a “stranger  in  a strange 
land”  John  Clifford  worked  out  on  farms  in 
Harrison  County  by  the  month,  and  finally, 
when  he  started  farming  for  himself,  he  bought 
a farm  in  Green  Township.  Here  he  spent  the 
remainder  of  his  active  business  life,  retiring 
to  Cadiz  finally.  Think  of  a young  Irish  immi- 
grant with  a mother  and  other  dependents  who 
accumulated  a competence  and  had  347  acres 
of  land  in  Harrison  County.  Horace  Greeley 
said:  “Go  west,  young  man,”  but  he  did  not 
say  anything  about  crossing  the  Atlantic  ocean 
in  order  to  “grow  up  with  the  country.”  The 
children  of  John  Clifford  were:  Mary,  who  died 
in  young  womanhood:  and  Edward  and  Andrew 
are  the  two  sons,  and  three  other  children  died 
in  childhood.  Their  mother  died  September  3, 
1864,  and  in  1866,  Mr.  Clifford  married  Ann 
Croskey.  and  they  had  two  children,  Anna 
and  William.  The  daughter  became  the  wife 
of  L.  A.  Morehead. 

Edward  Clifford  attended  the  district  school 
of  the  community,  and  as  a young  man  he  be- 
gan on  the  Clifford  farm.  On  October  1,  1885, 
he  married  Alice  M.  Thompson,  who  was  born 
in  Green  Township,  a daughter  of  Samuel  and 
Sarah  (Morehead)  Thompson.  For  a time 
after  their  marriage  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Clifford  lived 
on  a farm  on  the  Hopedale  road  in  Green 
Township,  and  in  1902  they  bought  and  removed 
to  their  present  farm.  It  is  a tract  of  340 
acres  and  Mr.  Clifford  is  a breeder  of  Short- 
horn cattle  and  fine  wool  sheep  combined  with 
diversified  farming  operations.  The  children  of 
MV.  and  Mrs.  Clifford  are  Helen  M.  and  Isabelle 
E.  The  Cliffords  are  Presbyterians. 

Rev.  Robert  Gowan  Campbell,  D.  D.,  LL.  D. 
The  effectiveness  of  Franklin  College  at  New 
Athens  as  an  institution  of  higher  education 
and  Christian  training  and  as  registered  in  the 
minds  and  hearts  of  all  who  were  enrolled  as 
students  there  from  the  close  of  the  Civil  war 
until  a comparatively  recent  date  is  by  general 
accord  attributed  to  the  personality  and  active 
presence  of  Rev.  Robert  Gowan  Campbell  as 
president  and  for  forty  years  a member  of  its 
staff  of  instruction. 

Rev.  Robert  Gowan  Campbell  was  born  April 
4,  1834,  in  York  County,  Pennsylvania.  The 
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founder  of  the  Campbell  family  in  Lower 
Chanceford  Township  was  William  Campbell, 
who  was  born  of  Scotch  parentage  in  the  State 
of  Delaware  in  1767,  but  was  brought  to  York 
County,  Pennsylvania,  and  reared  among 
friends  until  manhood.  Being  a popular  young 
man,  he  married  into  an  excellent  family  of 
Scotch-Irish  pioneers,  founded  by  John  Stewart, 
a Revolutionary  soldier  bom  in  1740,  and  whose 
wife  was  Elisabeth  Henry  of  Baltimore,  Mary- 
land. William  Campbell,  whose  vocation  was 
that  of  a farmer,  married  Margaret,  the  daugh- 
ter of  John  Stewart,  in  1790,  and  to  them  were 
bom  ten  children,  six  sons  and  four  daughters, 
of  whom  survived  to  establish  families  two 
daughters,  Mrs.  John  Workman  and  Mrs.  Hugh 
Anderson,  in  Baltimore,  Maryland,  and  three 
sons,  James,  Robert  and  John,  who  lived  as 
neighbors  on  or  near  the  old  home  and  reared 
large  families. 

The  second  brother,  Robert,  was  born  in  1802 
and  died  in  1888.  In  1829  he  married  Mary, 
the  daughter  of  Alexander  Gowan,  Esquire,  who 
came  from  Ettrick,  Scotland,  in  the  middle  of 
the  eighteenth  century.  Mary  Gowan  was  bom 
in  1798  and  died  in  1879.  Both  were  natives  of 
York  County,  where  they  spent  their  lives.  To 
their  marriage  were  boro  five  sons:  William, 
who  died  when  two  years  old,  Alexander 
Gowan,  Robert  Gowan,  James  Hervey  and  Isaac 
Williams.  The  second  son,  Alexander,  married 
Margaret  A.  Smith,  of  York  County,  and  died 
In  Martins  Ferry,  Ohio,  in  1894,  leaving  a 
numerous  posterity.  James  H.,  the  only  living 
brother  of  Dr.  Robert  G.,  resides  near  Arkansas 
City,  Kansas,  and  is  the  father  of  six  sons  and 
two  daughters,  all  grown  and  settled  In  the 
great  west.  His  wife  was  Agnes  Smith,  of 
York  County.  Isaac  Williams  Campbell  married 
Agnes  W.  Grove,  and  lived  and  died  in  York 
County,  leaving  one  son  and  two  daughters,  of 
whom  two  are  married  and  one  a widow. 

Robert  Gowan,  the  third  son,  married  in  1863 
Euphemia  Elizabeth  Smith,  youngest  daughter 
of  Joseph  B.  Smith,  of  Belmont  County,  Ohio. 
To  them  were  bom  foul*  daughters  and  one 
son : Carrie  Lauretta,  Emma  Blanche,  Robert 
Addison,  Margaret  Felicia  and  Edna  Crete.  All 
graduated  at  Franklin  College,  New  Athens, 
Ohio,  but  Margaret  F.  only  in  music. 

Carrie  L.,  bom  in  1865,  at  Martin’s  Ferry, 
Ohio,  was  married  to  Rev.  Oscar  J.  Gregg,  of 
Belmont,  Ohio,  and  died  in  1908,  leaving  one 
son,  Howard  Campbell,  who  after  graduating 
from  Wooster  College  in  1918  went  to  France 
and  participated  in  the  great  war  and  is  now 
doing  school  work  in  Ohio. 

Emma  Blanche,  bom  at  Martin’s  Ferry  in 
1867,  was  married  to  Rev.  Harvey  Graeme  Fur- 
bay  in  1890  and  died  in  1896,  at  Tyrone,  Penn- 
sylvania, leaving  two  daughters,  Faye  Campbell 
and  Helen.  Faye  is  the  wife  of  Theodore  N. 
Westlake,  of  Newburgh,  New  York,  and  has 
three  children,  Theodore,  Jr.,  Helen  and  Walton 
Harney.  Helen  was  married  to  E.  L.  Wynne, 
of  New  York  City,  and  lives  on  Staten  Island. 

Robert  Addison,  only  son  of  Reverend  Doctor 
Campbell,  was  bom  in  1869,  at  New  Athens, 
Ohio,  studied  medicine,  and  for  over  a quarter 
of  a century  has  been  one  of  the  leading  physi- 


cians and  surgeons  at  Homestead,  Pennsylvania. 
He  married  in  1910  Bessie  LaRue  Goon,  of  In- 
diana, Pennsylvania.  Their  four  children  were 
named  Robert  Addison,  Jr.,  Laura  Elizabeth, 
Mary  Florence  and  John  Gowan.  Mary  Flor- 
ence died  at  the  age  of  two  and  a half  years. 

Edna  Crete,  youngest  daughter  of  Doctor 
Campbell,  born  at  New  Athens,  Ohio,  was  mar- 
ried in  1904  to  Rev.  M.  L.  MacPhail,  D.  D.,  of 
Cape  Breton,  Nova  Scotia.  After  long  pastor- 
ates in  Boston  and  Pittsburgh  Doctor  MacPhail 
is  now  pastor  at  Auburn,  New  York.  His  con- 
gregation numbers  1,300  members.  They  have 
one  son,  Robert  Campbell,  fifteen  years  of  age 
and  attending  school. 

Margaret  Felicia  Campbell  has  been  the  faith- 
ful companion  and  careful  housekeeper  of  her 
father  since  her  mother  died  in  1898.  She  Is 
a teacher  of  instrumental  music  and  a church 
organist. 

During  his  youth  on  his  father’s  farm  in 
York  County,  Pennsylvania,  Robert  Gowan 
Campbell  was  trained  to  the  occupation  of 
farming.  His  ambition  to  secure  a liberal  edu- 
cation led  him  to  pursue  classioal  studies  under 
the  direction  of  his  pastor,  Rev.  William  Car- 
lile.  He  made  encouraging  progress,  and  at  the 
same  time  taught  in  common  schoola  After 
attending  one  term  in  1854  at  Port  Royal 
Academy  in  Juniata  County,  Pennsylvania,  in 
May,  1855,  he  started  on  a long  journey  to 
Madison  College  at  Antrim,  Guernsey  County, 
Ohio.  Remaining  there  three  months,  he 
started  on  foot  and  traveled  the  National  Pike 
toward  Saint  Clairsville,  Ohio,  thence  north  to 
Wheeling  Creek,  and  in  Belmont  County  found 
friends  and  relatives  and  a generous  welcome. 
He  applied  himself  again  to  teaching,  and  in 
1856  entered  Franklin  College,  graduating  with 
honors  in  1858.  His  theological  studies  were 
pursued  in  the  Pittsburgh  United  Presbyterian 
Seminary,  where  he  was  graduated  in  1863.  As 
a minister  Doctor  Campbell  has  held  pastorates 
at  Martin’s  Ferry,  Ohio,  four  years ; New 
Athens,  Ohio,  nineteen  years;  Uniontown,  Ohio, 
twelve  years  and  Roney’s  Point,  West  Virginia, 
six  years. 

If  was  in  1867  that  he  was  called  to  New 
Athens  as  president  to  revive  Franklin  College 
after  the  war.  In  that  college  he  remained  four 
years  as  president,  fifty  years  as  vice  president 
and  fifty  years  as  a member  of  the  board  and 
forty  years  an  instructor.  Since  1906  he  has 
received  a Carnegie  pension.  He  was  honored 
with  the  Doctor  of  Divinity  degree  from  Frank- 
lin College  and  Rochester  University  of  New 
York  at  the  same  time,  and  later  the  Doctor 
of  Laws  degree  from  Franklin. 

In  politics  Doctor  Campbell  is  a republican, 
and  his  first  vote  was  for  Abraham  Lincoln. 
He  is  by  birth  and  education  a United  Presby- 
terian. He  intends  to  live  at  New  Athens,  Ohio, 
until  the  going  down  of  life’s  sun. 

George  E.  Roche.  The  record  of  the  Roche 
family  of  which  Professor  George  E.  Roche, 
superintendent  of  schools  in  Harrison  County, 
is  a representative,  seems  to  begin  with  the 
coming  of  two  brothers  to  Belmont  County. 
William  H.  Roche,  the  father  of  Professor 
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Roche,  was  then  a boy  of  seven,  while  his 
brother  James  was  two  years  older,  and  they 
came  here  to  live  with  a friend  of  their  family. 
In  later  years,  when  W.  H.  Roche  had  grown 
.into  manhood,  he  located  in  Harrison  County 
and  became  a Short  Creek  Township  farmer. 
He  died  there  in  1912. 

Professor  Roche  was  born  September  21,  1871, 
near  Harrlsville,  Short  Creek  Township,  while 
his  father  was  born  in  1829  near  Winchester, 
Virginia.  He  married  Emily  Carver,  a native 
of  Harrlsville.  She  was  born  in  1835  and  was 
a daughter  of  Thomas  and  Tamson  (Gray) 
Carver,  the  father  from  Doylestown,  Pennsyl- 
vania. Soon  after  their  marriage  they  located 
in  Short  Creek  Township.  The  home  farm  was 
purchased  by  Thomas  Carver,  father  of  Mrs. 
Roche,  in  1818,  and  is  now  owned  by  Professor 
Roche.  The  children  in  the  Carver  family  are: 
Joseph,  Elizabeth.  Mary,  Julia  and  Emily,  the 
youngest  daughter  becoming  the  wife  of  W.  H. 
Roche.  Her  death  occurred  in  1906,  while  he 
lived  six  years  longer. 

The  children  bora  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Roche 
are:  Thomas  C.  (deceased),  James  F.  (de- 
ceased), William  H.  (deceased),  Ella  L.,  Joseph 
B.,  Albert  C.,  Frederick  S.  (deceased),  Clarence 
F.  (deceased),  Clara  T.,  George  E.  and  Eva 
V.  Roche.  They  all  had  common  school  advan- 
tages, and  when  he  had  finished  high  school  at 
Harrlsville  G.  E.  Roche  went  to  Columbiana 
and  later  he  studied  in  Sclo  College.  In  1900 
he  graduated  from  Franklin  College.  He  has 
been  a teacher  since  completing  his  education, 
and  from  1895  to  1809,  prior  to  his  graduation 
from  Franklin  College,  he  was  a township 
superintendent  of  common  schools  In  Coshocton 
County.  Mr.  Roche  entered  the  Ohio  State  Uni- 
versity in  September  and  on  December  7,  1900, 
was  admitted  to  the  Ohio  State  Bar  as  an  at- 
torney at  law.  In  1917  he  was  elected  super- 
intendent of  schools  in  Harrison  County.  He 
was  re-elected  in  1919,  and  as  an  educator  his 
mark  is  high  and  his  success  excellent. 

In  1898  Mr.  Roche  married  Emily  Love,  a 
daughter  of  Joseph  and  Margaret  (Rusk)  Love, 
of  Coshocton  County.  Their  son,  William 
Carver,  Is  a student  in  Ohio  State  University, 
and  there  is  a daughter,  Emily  Gray  Roche. 
While  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Roche  were  reared  as  Pres- 
byterians they  are  now  members  of  the  Metho- 
dist Church  in  Harrlsville.  He  Is  a member  of 
the  Knights  of  Pythias  Lodge.  While  he  is 
admitted  to  the  bar  as  an  attorney,  the  call 
of  the  school  room  is  unremitting  and  Mr. 
Roche  is  at  heart  an  educator. 

John  F.  Meebyman  Is  one  of  the  busy  and 
enterprising  citizens  of  the  Village  of  Cadiz 
Junction  in  German  Township,  Harrison  County,, 
where  he  conducts  a grocery  and  meat  market 
and  is  a dealer  In  real  estate.  He  has  found 
In  his  native  county  ample  scope  for  successful 
achievement,  and  is  a popular  citizen  whose 
personality  and  ancestral  record  entitle  him  to 
recognition  in  this  history. 

Mr.  Merryman  was  born  at  Hopedale,  Harri- 
son County,  on  the  22d  of  October,  1868,  and  is 
a son  of  Charles  and  Mary  A.  (Frazier)  Merry- 


man,  both  natives  of  Wayne  Township,  Jeffer- 
son County,  Ohio.  Mrs.  Merryman  was  a 
daughter  of  David  and  Susanna  (Lam born) 
Frazier,  who  remained  on  their  old  homestead 
farm  in  Wayne  Township,  Jefferson  County, 
until  the  close  of  their  long  and  useful  lives. 
In  that  township  Charles  and  Margaret  (Bell) 
Merryman,  paternal  grandparents  of  the  subject 
of  this  review,  likewise  continued  to  reside  until 
their  deaths,  the  grandfather  having  been  a 
representative  farmer  of  that  county.  Both  he 
and  his  wife  were  zealous  members  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  and  their  children  were 
three  in  number — Mary,  Margaret  and  Charles. 

Charles  Merryman  was  bora  in  the  year  1833 
and  was  reared  to  manhood  on  the  old  home- 
stead farm  of  his  parents,  the  while  his  educa- 
tional advantages  were  those  of  the  common 
schools  of  the  locality.  About  the  year  1856 
he  came  to  Harrison  County  and  engaged  in  the 
meat-market  business  at  Hopedale,  the  butcher’s 
trade  having  engaged  his  attention  during  the 
major  part  of  his  active  career.  In  1876  he 
removed  to  a farm  in  Green  Township,  near 
Cadiz  Junction,  but  still  continued  his  butcher- 
ing business  in  connection  with  the  activities 
of  his  farm.  In  1890  he  established  his  resi- 
dence at  Cadiz  Junction,  where  for  the  ensu- 
ing decade  he  conducted  a meat  market  and 
grocery  and  where  he  continued  to  reside  until 
his  death,  which  occurred  in  1906,  his  wife 
having  passed  away  in  1899.  She  was  an  active 
member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  They  be- 
came the  parents  of  seven  children:  Margaret, 
Martha,  Cora,  John  F.,  Charles,  Louisa  and 
Carrie.  Of  the  children  only  Cora  and  John  F. 
are  now  living. 

John  F.  Merryman  gained  his  preliminary 
education  in  the  district  school  near  his  father’s 
farm  in  Green  Township,  and  later  availed 
himself  of  the  advantages  of  the  normal  school 
at  Hopedale  and  also  those  of  Scio  College, 
leading  institutions  in  Harrison  County.  As  a 
young  man  he  gave  ten  years  of  effective  ser- 
vice as  a teacher  in  the  rural  schools,  and  for 
two  years  thereafter  was  engaged  in  farm  enter- 
prise in  Green  Township.  He  then,  in  1905, 
established  his  residence  at  Jewett,  this  county, 
where  for  two  years  he  was  engaged  in  the 
meat-market  business.  In  1907  he  removed  to 
Cadiz  Junction,  where  he  has  since  continued 
as  one  of  the  leading  business  men  of  the  vil- 
lage. He  is  a democrat  in  political  allegiance, 
and  he  served  eight  years  as  justice  of  the 
peace  in  German  Township,  his  administration 
of  this  judicial  office  having  fully  justified  his 
election  thereto  and  having  strengthened  his 
secure  place  in  popular  confidence  and  esteem. 
He  is  affiliated  with  the  lodge  of  Free  and 
Accepted  Masons  at  Unionport;  the  Chapter  of 
Royal  Arch  Masons  at  Cadiz;  and  holds  mem- 
bership also  in  the  Knights  of  Pythias  and  the 
Modern  Woodmen  of  America.  Both  he  and 
his  wife  are  earnest  and  valued  members  of  the 
Howard  Chapel  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  in 
which  he  is  serving  as  a trustee  and  in  which 
he  served  one  year  as  superintendent  of  the 
Sunday  school. 

On  the  13th  of  June,  1900,  was  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  Mr.  Merryman  to  Miss  Laura 
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V.  S infield,  daughter  of  Thomas  and  Mary  Ann 
(Tipton)  Sinfield.  Thomas  Sinfield  was  born 
in  Bedfordshire,  England,  Jane  12,  1883,  and  his 
wife  was  born  in  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  March 
4,  1840,  a daughter  of  William  and  Jane 
(McKittrick)  Tipton,  well  known  pioneer  citi- 
zens of  the  county.  Mr.  Tipton  was  a member 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  and  his  wife 
held  membership  in  the  Presbyterian  Church. 
They  became  the  parents  of  eight  children — 
Mary  Ann,  Drusilla,  Edmond,  Catherine,  Wil- 
liam, James,  Eliza  and  Julia.  Thomas  Sinfield 
was  reared  and  educated  in  his  native  land, 
where  his  parents,  Thomas  and  Ann  (Burr) 
Sinfield,  passed  their  entire  lives.  In  November, 
1858,  he  came  from  England  to  the  United 
States,  and  within  a short  period  thereafter  he 
established  his  residence  in  Harrison  County, 
Ohio,  where  he  engaged  in  the  work  of  his 
trade,  that  of  painter.  Only  a few  years 
elapsed  ere  he  showed  his  loyalty  to  the  land 
of  his  adoption  by  tendering  his  aid  in  defense 
of  the  Union  at  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil  war. 
He  enlisted  In  Company  G,  Seventy-fourth  Ohio 
Volunteer  Infantry,  with  which  he  served  three 
years,  as  a member  of  the  regimental  band. 
Shortly  after  his  return  to  Harrison  County 
he  married,  and  both  he  and  his  wife  were 
residents  of  German  Township  at  the  time  of 
their  deaths,  he  having  followed  his  trade  dur- 
ing virtually  his  entire  active  career.  His  death 
occurred  in  1910,  and  his  widow  passed  to 
eternal  rest  in  1918.  They  became  the  parents 
of  eight  children,  namely:  Jesse  Burr,  Anna, 
William,  Addie,  Alice,  James,  Laura  and 
Clayton. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Merryman  have  five  children — 
Mary  A.,  Nora  A.,  Charles,  Kermit  S.  and 
Francis,  and  they  contribute  youthful  Joy  and 
good  cheer  to  the  pleasant  family  home,  which 
is  known  for  its  generous  and  unassuming  hos- 
pitality. 

James  C.  Babgab.  For  many  years  actively 
and  prominently  associated  with  the  develop- 
ment and  advancement  of  the  agricultural  in- 
terests and  prosperity  of  Stock  Township. 
James  C.  Bargar  is  distinguished  not  only  as 
a native  born  citizen,  but  for  his  pioneer  an- 
cestry, both  his  paternal  and  his  maternal 
grandfathers  having  been  among  the  earlier 
settlers  of  Harrison  County.  A son  of  Jacob 
Bargar,  he  was  born  in  Stock  Township,  Feb- 
ruary 22,  1848,  and  has  here  spent  his  entire 
life. 

Peter  Bargar.  his  paternal  grandfather,  a 
native  of  Pennsylvania,  came  with  four  of  his 
brothers.  John,  Henry,  Valentine  (Feltie)  and 
Jacob,  to  Ohio,  and  all  settled  in  Harrison 
County.  Peter  Bargar  became  a pioneer  of 
Cadiz  Township,  where  he  reclaimed  a good 
farm  from  its  original  wildness.  He  married 
Susan  Keokler,  and  they  became  the  parents 
of  seven  children,  as  follows:  Abraham,  Isaac. 
Jacob,  Julia,  McIntosh.  Peter  and  John.  Tie 
was  deeply  religious,  and  at  the  time  of  his 
death  was  serving  as  an  elder  in  the  Presby- 
terian Church  at  Cadiz. 

Jamb  Bargar  was  I »* * ri i in  Is*!’:!  on  the  par- 
ental homestead  in  Cadiz  Township,  and  there 


grew  to  man's  estate.  He  learned  the  car- 
penter’s trade  when  young,  and  after  his  mar- 
riage located  in  Stock  Township,  where  he 
bought  land,  and  was  subsequently  engaged  in 
farming  and  carpentering  until  his  death,  July 
29,  1891.  He  was  a member  of  the  Christian 
Church  at  Minksville,  to  which  his  wife  also 
belonged,  and  was  ever  faithful  to  its  teach- 
ings. He  married  Abigail  Mary  Campbell,  who 
was  born  in  Stock  Township,  where  her  father, 
James  Campbell,  was  a prominent  pioneer 
farmer.  James  Campbell,  who  moved  from 
western  Pennsylvania  to  Stock  Township,  Har- 
rison County,  Ohio,  in  early  days,  married 
Lydia  Shrieve,  and  they  reared  seven  children, 
as  follows:  Samuel,  Hugh,  Matilda,  Valentine. 
Abigail  Mary,  James  and  Lydia  E.  Of  the 
union  of  Jacob  and  Abigail  Mary  (Campbell) 
Bargar  three  children  were  born,  as  follows: 
James  C.,  the  special  subject  of  this  sketch; 
Susan,  who  lived  but  eleven  months;  and  Elmer 
P.,  of  Stock  Township. 

Acquiring  his  education  in  the  district  schools 
of  Stock  and  Nottingham  townships,  James  C. 
Bargar  learned  the  trade  of  carpenter  when 
young,  and  followed  it  successfully  until 
twenty-nine  years  of  age.  Desirous  then  of 
establishing  himself  permanently,  he  bought 
fifty  acres  of  his  present  farm,  to  which  he 
soon  added  by  purchase  another  tract.  Having 
that  under  cultivation  and  yielding  profitable 
harvests,  Mr.  Bargar  was  encouraged  to  buy 
more  land,  finally  acquiring  title  to  276  acres 
of  choice  land.  He  has  deeded  100  acres  of 
his  farm  to  his  sons,  his  property  now  including 
176  acres,  on  which  he  has  made  practical  and 
substantial  improvements.  He  carries  on  gen- 
eral farming,  Including  the  raising  of  some 
stock,  chiefly  sheep,  and  formerly  operated  a 
saw  mill  during  the  winter  months. 

On  November  22,  1877,  Mr.  Bargar  was  united 
in  marriage  with  Anna  M.  Rogers,  and  they 
are  the  parents  of  five  children,  namely;  Louie 
A. ; Violet ; Clarence  A.,  deceased ; Lanceolet  H., 
who  married  Bess  Fulton,  and  has  one  child* 
Robert  F. ; and  Wlnnlfred  E.,  who  married  R. 
Park  Heavilin,  and  has  two  children,  Phyllis 
Jane  and  Eugene  Vincent.  In  1913  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Bargar  took  into  their  home  to  rear  to 
manhood  a lad  of  nine  years,  Francis  Thomas 
Barchie,  who  graduated  from  the  Deersville, 
Ohio,  School  with  honors  and  is  now  a student 
in  high  school.  Active  and  influential  in  pub- 
lic affairs,  Mr.  Bargar  was  for  four  years  a 
trustee  of  Stock  Township,  and  served  twelve 
years  as  a member  of  the  local  school  board. 
Religiously  Mr.  Bargar  is  a member  of  the 
Christian  Church  at  Minksville,  while  Mrs. 
Bargar  belongs  to  the  Bethel  Methodist 
Church. 

Eugene  C.  Parrish.  While  the  name  Parrish 
is  inseparable  from  the  history  of  Harrison 
County.  Eugene  C.  Parrish  of  Green  Township 
was  born  January  15,  1856.  at  Mendota.  Illi- 
nois. His  father.  Charles  Parrish,  was  born  in 
Cadiz  Township,  and  the  mother.  Mary  Jane, 
daughter  of  Joseph  Clokey,  was  bom  in  Wash- 
ington County.  Pennsylvania.  They  had  lis- 
tened to  Horace  Greeley  about  going  west,  “Go 
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west,  young  man,  and  grow  up  with  the  coun- 
try,” and  when  the  son  was  bora  they  were 
sojourning  for  a year  at  Mendota.  . 

In  the  Parrish  ancestry  the  grandfather,  Ben- 
jamin Parrish,  came  from  Maryland.  He  was 
one  among  the  pioneers  of  Harrison  County. 
When  he  came  there  were  only  two  houses  in 
Cadiz,  and  he  located  nearby  on  a farm,  where 
his  active  days  were  passed,  and  he  spent  his 
declining  years  In  the  town  where  he  died.  His 
children  were  John,  Joshua,  Charles,  Susannah, 
Mary  and  Eliza.  The  pioneer  Parrish  family 
were  Friends.  It  is  through  the  line  of  the 
third  son,  Charles,  that  E.  C.  Parrish  repre- 
sents the  Parrish  homestead  In  Harrison 
County. 

As  a young  man  Charles  Parrish  was  a 
farmer  and  stockman  in  Cadiz  Township,  but 
a few  years  after  his  marriage  he  and  his  wife 
and  one  child  removed  to  Illinois,  remaining 
one  year  at  Mendota.  They  returned  to  Harri- 
son County,  and  the  father  died  in  1861.  He 
was  a farmer  and  horse  buyer  in  his  days  of 
business  activity.  The  dealer  in  horse  flesh  is 
almost  unknown  today  when  almost  every  fam- 
ily rides  out  in  an  automobile  of  some  de- 
scription. 

The  children  of  the  generation  to  which  E. 
C.  Parrish  belongs  are  Benjamin  A.,  Eugene 
C.,  Charles  and  Anna  Jane.  After  the  death 
of  Charles  Parrish,  father  of  the  family,  the 
mother  became  the  wife  of  John  Singer,  and 
there  were  two  children  born  to  them,  Cortney, 
deceased,  and  Mary  Singer,  now  a teacher  In 
New  Athens.  The  Parrish  family  are  Presby- 
terians. 

After  the  second  marriage  of  the  mother,  who 
removed  from  Cadiz  to  Green  Township,  Eugene 
C.  Parrish  went  along  and  thus  his  early  edu- 
cation was  obtained  in  two  different  localities. 
As  a young  man  he  began  farming  in  Green 
Township,  but  in  1875  he  listened  to  the  ad- 
monition, “Go  west,  young  man,”  and  for  two 
years  was  a Nebraska  farmer.  However,  he 
returned  to  Harrison  County,  January  4,  1883. 
E.  C.  Parrish  married  Sarah  Elizabeth  Adams, 
a daughter  of  Samuel  and  Mary  Adams  (see 
sketch  of  Roy  H.  Adams).  As  a man  of  family 
Mr.  Parrish  has  always  lived  in  Green  Town- 
ship. He  owns  135  acres  of  land  and  combines 
farming  and  livestock  production. 

The  Parrish  children  are:  Charles  A.;  Frank 
G. ; Cora  B.,  wife  of  Roy  McClellan ; Mary 
Myrtle,  deceased,  wife  of  Wilmer  Smith;  Rus- 
sell Clokey  and  Ernest  Clark.  They  are  mem- 
bers and  Mr.  Parrish  is  an  elder  in  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  Beech  Springs.  He  has 
served  two  terms  as  trustee  of  Green  Township. 

J.  Elmeb  Tarbert  initiated  his  active  experi- 
ence In  connection  with  farm  enterprise  when 
he  was  a mere  boy,  and  was  but  fifteen  years 
of  age  when  he  began  working  by  the  month  as 
a farm  employe.  He  thus  continued  his  effi- 
cient services  for  a period  of  ten  years,  and  in 
the  meanwhile  carefully  conserved  his  earnings, 
with  the  determined  ambition  eventually  to 
engage  in  the  same  line  of  industrial  activity 
in  an  independent  way.  He  has  realized  this 
ambition  and  is  today  giving  excellent  account 


of  himself  as  one  of  the  successful  agriculturists 
and  stock-growers  of  the  younger  generation  in 
his  native  township  of  Nottingham,  Harrison 
County,  where  his  activities  are  centered  on  an 
excellent  farm  of  154  acres  and  where  he  gives 
special  attention  to  the  raising  of  sheep.  He 
has  proved  himself  one  of  the  world’s  produc- 
tive workers,  and  all  who  know  him  are  grati- 
fied to  note  his  Increasing  success  in  his  chosen 
sphere  of  endeavor.  He  takes  loyal  interest  in 
community  affairs,  gives  his  support  to  the 
cause  of  the  republican  party,  and  his  wife 
hold  membership  in  Bethel  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  the  while  they  are  popular  figures  in 
the  social  life  of  their  home  community. 

J.  Elmer  Tarbert  was  born  on  his  father’s 
farm  in  Nottingham  Township  December  22, 
1881,  and  is  a son  of  Albert  and  Mary  E.  (Pal- 
mer) Tarbert,  both  natives  of  this  county, 
where  they  still  reside  on  their  farm.  J.  Elmer 
Tarbert  was  reared  to  the  sturdy  discipline  of 
farm  life  and  in  the  meanwhile  attended  the 
public  schools  at  Freeport.  His  good  judgment 
has  been  shown  in  his  continued  adherence  to 
the  occupation  in  which  he  is  fortified  by  prac- 
tical experience,  and  he  is  doing  well  his  part 
in  upholding  the  prestige  of  Harrison  County 
in  connection  with  productive  farm  industry. 

The  year  1904  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Tarbert  to  Miss  Mary  M.  Palmer,  daughter  of 
Andrew  and  Rachel  (Yarnall)  Palmer,  con- 
cerning whom  more  specific  mention  Is  made  in 
an  individual  sketch  appearing  elsewhere  in 
this  work.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Tarbert  have  three 
children — Francis  Wayne,  born  February  27, 
1908;  Lawrence  Delbert,  born  January  17,  1912; 
and  Vern  Leroy,  born  August  12,  1919. 

Clement  W.  Gotshall,  one  of  the  solid,  sen- 
sible and  reliable  men  and  steady  and  indus- 
trious farmers  of  Rumley  Township,  is  a man 
who  stands  very  well  with  his  neighbors.  He 
was  born  in  Rumley  Township  February  10, 
1.864,  a son  of  Daniel  and  Amanda  (Wortman) 
Gotshall,  and  a grandson  of  Jonas  Gotshall. 
Jonas  Gotshall  was  one  of  the  pioneer  farmers 
of  Rumley  Township,  coming  to  Harrison 
County  from  Pennsylvania,  and  here  he  con- 
tinued to  live  the  rest  of  his  life.  He  married 
Pollie  Lacer,  and  their  children  were:  Anna, 
Matilda,  Elizabeth,  John,  Jerry,  Jacob,  Daniel 
and  Samuel.  In  their  religious  convictions  they 
were  all  Lutherans  except  Samuel,  who  was  a 
Methodist. 

Daniel  Gotshall  was  born  in  Rumley  Town- 
ship. and  was  here  engaged  in  farming  all  his 
life,  with  the  exception  of  seven  years  when  he 
lived  in  Carroll  County,  and  at  the  time  of  his 
death  he  owned  160  acres  of  land.  His  wife 
was  born  in  Perry  Township,  Carroll  County, 
Ohio,  and  she  bore  her  husband  the  following 
children : Mary,  who  married  Samuel  Arbaugh, 
and  Clement  W.,  whose  name  heads  this  review. 
Daniel  Gotshall  was  married  the  second  time, 
wedding  Eliza  Ann  Wood,  of  Loudon  Township. 
Carroll  County,  and  they  had  one  daughter, 
Margaret.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Gotshall  also  belonged 
to  the  Lutheran  Church. 

Clement  W.  Gotshall  attended  the  Rumley 
Township  schools  and  those  of  Carroll  County. 
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His  first  experience  in  farming  on  his  own  ac- 
count was  gained  in  Rumley  Township,  and  he 
has  continued  to  be  interested  in  the  agricul- 
tural matters  of  this  township,  where  be  owns 
160  acres,  and  he  also  owns  eighty-seven  acres 
in  Loudon  Township,  Carroll  County.  These 
two  farms  join  each  other,  so  that  he  has  247 
acres  in  one  piece.  On  this  land  he  is  carrying 
on  general  farming  and  stock-raising,  with  very 
gratifying  results. 

On  November  11,  1890,  he  was  married  to 
Miriam  Cunningham,  a daughter  of  Thomas  H. 
and  Elizabeth  (McGavran)  Cunningham,  resi- 
dents of  New  Rumley,  where  Mr.  Cunningham 
was  a merchant  for  many  years.  He  is  de- 
ceased, but  is  still  survived  by  his  widow.  The 
Cunningham  family  was  established  In  Harri- 
son County  by  Mrs.  Gotshall’s  grandfather.  Dr. 
William  Cunningham,  who  came  to  New  Rum- 
ley from  Pennsylvania,  and  for  some  years  was 
the  only  physician  of  the  county.  She  was 
born  in  the  house  her  grandfather  built  for  his 
family  residence.  Mrs.  Gotshall  was  one  in  a 
family  of  seven  children,  of  which  she  was 
next  to  the  youngest,  the  others  being  as  fol- 
lows: John,  who  lives  at  Kansas  City,  Mis- 
souri; William  E.,  who  lives  at  Scio,  Ohio; 
Ellsworth,  who  is  deceased;  George  A.,  who  is 
a painter  and  decorator  of  New  Rumley ; 
Thomas  H.,  who  is  a farmer  of  New  Rumley; 
and  Finley,  who  is  deceased. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Gotshall  have  the  following 
children:  Elizabeth  Marie,  who  was  graduated 
from  the  Jewett  High  School  and  Oberlin  Col- 
lege, is  now  a teacher  of  Hubbard,  Ohio;  and 
Pearl,  who  married  Waldo  Thompson,  and  has 
one  son,  Kenneth  Waldo.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Thomp- 
son live  in  Loudon  Township,  Carroll  County, 
Ohio.  For  the  past  five  years  Mr.  Gotshall 
has  been  a director  in  the  Jewett  State  Bank. 
The  Lutheran  Church  of  New  Rumley  holds 
the  membership  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Gotshall. 
They  are  very  fine  people  in  every  sense  of 
the  word,  and  it  would  be  difficult  to  find  any 
who  are  more  representative  of  the  best  ele- 
ments of  the  county  and  state. 

W.  M.  and  J.  G.  Culbebtson.  Because  they 
are  associated  in  a business  way  and  live  in 
the  same  home  William  M.  and  John  G.  Culbert- 
son, of  Athens  Township,  united  in  commemo- 
rating their  ancestry  in  the  History  of  Carroll 
and  Harrison  Counties.  They  are  sons  of  John 
and  Sarah  Jane  (McDowell)  Culbertson,  who 
were  among  the  thrifty,  conservative  pioneers 
of  Harrison  County.  These  brothers  are  the 
oldest  and  the  other  children  are:  Samuel  C., 
Charles  A.,  Robert  H.,  George  W.,  Frank  C., 
Mary  Jane,  Emma  Florence,  Clarence  C.  and 
Hugh  W.,  beside  one  stilLbom  child,  and  all 
are  well-to-do  citizens  of  the  community. 

Robert  Culbertson,  who  founded  the  Ameri- 
can branch  of  the  Culbertson  family,  was  a 
native  of  Ireland.  He  was  twice  married  be- 
fore leaving  the  Emerald  Isle,  the  first  wife 
leaving  four  children : James,  John,  Samuel  and 
Ezekiel.  In  1811  they  all  came  with  their 
father  to  the  United  States.  They  located  in 
the  wilderness  of  Harrison  County.  The  father 
married  a second  time  in  Ireland,  and  there 


were  ten  children  from  this  union:  Thomas, 
Robert,  Benjamin,  William,  Hugh,  Joseph, 
George,  Annie,  Mary  and  Gillespie.  It  Is  the 
youngest  son,  Gillespie,  through  whom  the  pres- 
ent day  Culbertsons  are  descended,  and  he  was 
born  in  October,  1816,  in  Harrison  County. 

Gillespie  Culbertson  remained  with  his  par- 
ents as  long  as  they  lived,  the  father,  who  was 
the  first  Culbertson  in  the  community,  attain- 
ing to  eighty-seven  years  and  being  buried  in 
1840  on  Christmas  day.  He  had  been  a stone 
mason  in  Ireland,  but  In  Ohio  he  gave  his  un- 
divided attention  to  agriculture  in  helping  to 
develop  the  new  country.  He  had  been  a mem- 
ber of  the  Seceder  Church  in  Ireland  and  cast 
his  ballot  with  the  democrats  in  America. 

On  December  17,  1840,  Gillespie  Culbertson 
married  Dorcas  Holt,  of  Guernsey  County. 
Their  children  were:  John,  Mary,  Sarah  Ann 
and  Robert.  The  mother  died  August  15,  1865, 
and  Mr.  Gillespie  married  Eliza  Jane,  a daugh- 
ter of  James  and  Elizabeth  (McKinney)  Dun- 
can. She  was  also  from  Guernsey  County. 
One  daughter,  Dorcas  Eliza,  was  born  to  them. 
In  the  meantime  the  parents  had  retired  from 
the  farm  and  were  living  in  New  Athens  when 
on  September  11,  1800,  Gillespie  /Culbertson 
entered  the  life  beyond  the  grave.  The  family 
homestead  passed  into  the  hands  of  his  son 
John  Culbertson,  and  for  more  than  a century 
the  Culbertson  farm  has  been  a landmark  in 
Harrison  County.  John  Culbertson,  father  of 
W.  M.  and  J.  G.,  was  born  September  20, 
1841,  on  the  old  Robert  Culbertson  farm,  in 
Athens  Township.  His  wife,  Sarah  J.,  was  bom 
in  Athens  Township  August  1,  1846,  and  died 
September  19,  1890.  He  married  Sarah  Jane 
Robinson,  who  was  born  March  27,  1843,  and 
died  July  15,  1906. 

William  M.  Culbertson  was  born  August  20, 
1867,  on  the  old  McDowell  farm  in  Athens 
Township,  and  after  leaving  the  district  school 
he  attended  Franklin  College  In  New  Athens. 
In  1898,  he  married  Marie  Gillespie,  a daugh- 
ter of  Barclay  and  Susan  (Barnes)  Gillespie. 
Within  a year  he  and  his  brother  John  G.  Cul- 
bertson entered  into  a partnership  business 
relation,  and  they  buy.  sell  and  invest  their 
money  together.  Mrs.  Culbertson  died  June  3, 
1919,  and  the  two  brothers  live  alone.  Since 
1899  J.  G.  Culbertson  has  lived  in  the  home  of 
his  brother.  W.  M.  Culbertson  has  been  trustee 
of  Athens  Township  and  a member  of  the  Board 
of  Education  in  the  community.  He  is  an  elder 
in  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  New  Athens. 

Edmond  S.  Goodwin.  After  many  years  of 
hard  work  as  a farmer,  during  which  he  pros- 
pered on  account  of  his  industry  and  thrift, 
Edmond  S.  Goodwin,  of  Short  Creek  Township, 
is  now  living  practically  retired  on  his  small 
farm  of  thirteen  acres.  He  was  born  in  Short 
Creek  Township  June  30,  1850,  a son  of  Kinsey 
and  Alice  (Shields)  Goodwin.  The  Goodwin 
family  was  brought  to  Harrison  County  many 
years  ago  by  Jesse  Goodwin,  grandfather  of 
Edmond  S.  Goodwin,  who  became  one  of  the 
prosperous  farmers  of  Short  Creek  Township. 

Kinsey  Goodwin  was  bom  in  Pennsylvania, 
and  came  with  his  father  to  Short  Creek  Town- 
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ship,  Harrison  County,  where  he  was  engaged 
in  fanning  for  a time,  and  In  1863  moved  to 
Morgan  County,  Ohio,  and  died  there  in  1865. 
Following  his  demise  his  family  returned  to 
Harrison  County.  Kinsey  Goodwin  and  his  wife 
had  the  following  children  bom  to  them:  Ed- 
mond S.,  who  was  the  eldest;  Lydia,  who  was 
an  invalid  for  thirty  years  and  is  now  deceased ; 
Sarah  Emilie,  who  also  was  an  Invalid  for 
thirty  years  and  Is  now  deceased;  William  and 
Oliver.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Goodwin  were  consistent 
members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

Left  fatherless  when  still  a lad,  as  the  eldest 
In  the  family  Edmond  S.  Goodwin  early  became 
self-supporting,  and  chose  farming  as  his  life 
work.  His  farming  ventures  have  taken  him 
from  Short  Creek  Township,  where  he  began 
them,  into  Jefferson  and  Belmont  counties,  but 
he  has  since  returned  to  his  native  township. 

The  first  wife  of  Mr.  Goodwin  was  Catherine 
Henderson,  a daughter  of  Mathew  Henderson, 
and  they  had  the  following  children:  Ola  V., 
who  married  Charles  Holmes;  Sarah,  who  mar- 
ried J.  A.  Frasier;  John  H.,  who  died  in  1910. 
Mrs.  Goodwin  died  February  14,  1891.  After 
her  death  Mr.  Goodwin  was  married  to  Mattie 
Moffett,  who  was  born  near  Beech  Springs 
Church  in  Green  Township,  the  daughter  of 
John  and  Margaret  (Moore)  Moffett.  There 
are  no  children  by  his  second  marriage.  Both 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Goodwin  are  members  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  of  Harrlsville, 
Harrison  County,  Ohio.  They  are  held  in  the 
highest  esteem  not  only  In  their  immediate 
neighborhood  but  elsewhere,  and  deservedly  so, 
for  they  are  good  friends  of  and  always  will- 
ing to  render  assistance  to  those  with  whom 
they  are  brought  into  contact. 

Theodore  N.  Vail.  Of  distinguished  Ameri- 
cans who  were  native  sons  of  Carroll  County 
one  was  the  late  Theodore  N.  Vail,  who  as  chief 
executive  of  the  American  Telephone  and  Tele- 
graph Company  was  head  of  the  largest  tele- 
phone system  in  the  world.  He  was  not  only 
its  nominal  head  but  was  from  the  first  the 
genius  that  promoted  the  popular  use  of  the 
telephone,  was  the  first  to  establish  long  dis- 
tance communication  by  telephone,  and  when 
past  seventy  years  of  age  was  still  the  initia- 
tive head  of  a system  that  numbered  nine 
million  telephone  subscribers  and  represented 
an  Investment  of  a billion  and  a half  dollars. 

He  was  born  in  Carroll  County,  Ohio,  July 
16,  1845,  a son  of  Davis  and  Phoebe  (Quinby) 
Vail.  Four  years  after  his  birth  his  parents 
moved  to  Morristown,  New  Jersey,  where  he 
was  educated  at  the  old  Academy,  and  for  a 
time  studied  medicine.  Subsequently,  in  view 
of  his  distinguished  services,  be  was  honored 
with  the  Doctor  of  Laws  degrees  by  Dartmouth, 
Middlebury  College,  Princeton  University  and 
Harvard.  Abandoning  medicine  through  his  in- 
terest in  the  telegraph,  he  became  an  operator 
and  was  employed  on. the  Union  Pacific  Rail- 
road' in  Wyoming  in  1868,  soon  after  the  open- 
ing of  the  first  transcontinental  railway.  In 
1873  he  was  appointed  assistant  superintendent 
in  the  railway  mall  service  at  Washington,  and 
served  as  assistant  general  superintendent  in 


1874  and  as  general  superintendent  from  1875 
to  1878.  In  1878,  two  years  after  the  telephone 
instrument  was  demonstrated  as  a commercial 
achievement,  he  became  Identified  with  that 
business  and  in  the  next  ten  years  did  much 
to  popularize  and  extend  Its  use.  There  was  a 
period  from  1887  when  impaired  health  com- 
pelled him  to  seek  recreation  in  travel,  and  from 
1893  to  1896  he  was  a Vermont  farmer.  In 
1896  he  went  south  to  Argentine,  South 
America,  and  was  engaged  in  the  promotion  of 
electrical  enterprises,  introducing  American  elec- 
tric system  of  street  railways  to  Buenos  Ayres 
and  telephone  systems  in  principal  cities.  In 
1907  Mr.  Vail  was  elected  president  of  the 
American  Telegraph  & Telephone  Company,  and 
continued  as  its  chief  executive  officer  until  his 
death  on  April  16,  1920. 

For  many  years  he  called  his  home  the  farm 
community  in  Vermont  known  as  Lyndonville. 
He  was  a member  of  many  learned  and  techni- 
cal societies,  both  in  this  country  and  abroad, 
and  altogether  was  one  of  the  most  constructive 
men  of  business  produced  in  his  age. 

Marion  B.  Barrett.  By  a series  of  cross- 
references,  with  Incidental  Index  facilities,  it 
has  been  possible  in  the  preparation  of  this 
work  to  incorporate  more  detailed  and  complete 
family  records  than  would  have  been  possible 
were  the  attempt  made  to  repeat  such  data  in 
the  various  individual  sketches  of  the  different 
representatives  of  these  numerous  leading  fam- 
ilies. Thus  in  the  case  of  Marion  B.  Barrett 
ready  reference  may  be  made  to  the  amplitude 
of  family  data  that  appear  on  other  pages,  in 
connection  with  the  personal  sketch  of  his  older 
brother,  Meredith  M.  Barrett,  and  the  repeating 
of  this  record  is  therefore  not  required  in  the 
article  here  presented. 

Marion  B.  Barrett,  a scion  of  one  of  the 
prominent  pioneer  families  of  Harrison  County, 
was  born  in  Cadiz  Township,  this  county,  on 
the  16th  of  June,  1840,  and  in  the  schools  of 
that  township  and  Nottingham  Township  he 
received  his  early  education.  He  was  one  of 
the  gallant  sons  of  the  county  who  served  as  a 
soldier  of  the  Union  in  the  Civil  war.  On  the 
9th  of  August,  1862,  he  enlisted  as  a private  in 
Company  F,  Ninety-eighth  Ohio  Volunteer  In- 
fantry, with  which  command  he  participated  in 
the  battle  of  Perryville,  an  engagement  in  which 
he  was  struck  in  the  ankle  by  a spent  minie 
ball,  besides  having  his  haversack  shot  from 
his  back.  He  took  part  in  various  other  en- 
gagements, mostly  of  minor  order,  and  remained 
with  his  regiment  until  June,  1863,  when  he 
received  his  honorable  discharge.  After  the 
close  of  his  military  career  Mr.  Barrett  engaged 
in  farming  on  his  present  fine  farm,  which  has 
continued  his  home  during  the  long  Intervening 
years  and  which  comprises  about  165  acres  of 
the  valuable  soil  of  Nottingham  Township.  He 
has  made  the  place  the  stage  of  well  ordered 
industry  in  the  departments  of  diversified  agri- 
culture and  stock-growing,  and  in  the  gracious 
evening  of  their  lives  he  and  his  wife  find 
themselves  compassed  by  ideal  surroundings, 
having  the  high  regard  of  their  home  commun- 
ity and  the  companionship  of  friends  who  are 
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tried  and  true.  They  are  members  of  Asbury 
Chapel  (Methodist  Episcopal),  and  he  has 
served  as  a member  of  its  Board  of  Trustees. 
Mr.  Barrett  is  a republican  in  politics,  and  his 
continued  interest  in  his  old  comrades  of  the 
Civil  war  is  indicated  by  his  appreciative  affilia- 
tion with  McCready  Post,  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic,  at  Cadiz,  the  county  seat. 

In  1896  was  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Barrett  to  Miss  Emma  Hagedorn,  daughter  of 
Henry  and  Louisa  (Floto)  Hagedorn,  and  the 
one  child  of  this  union  is  William  M.,  who  is 
associated  in  the  management  of  the  home 
farm. 

David  M.  Gibson  has  depended  entirely  upon 
his  own  ability  and  energy  in  gaining  his  pres- 
ent secure  place  as  one  of  the  substantial 
farmers  of  his  native  township,  and  is  now 
staging  his  vigorous  operations  on  his  well  or- 
dered farm  of  145  acres  in  German  Township, 
Harrison  County.  He  was  born  in  this  town- 
ship on  the  19th  of  January,  1859,  and  is  a 
son  of  George  W.  and  Frances  (Gutschall) 
Gibson,  both  likewise  natives  of  Harrison 
County.  Mrs.  Gibson  was  born  in  German 
Township,  a daughter  of  Samuel  and  Catherine 
(Fisher)  Gutschall.  Samuel  Gutschall  was 
bom  in  Maryland  in  1795.  and  was  a son  of 
Nicholas  Gutschall.  who  came  from  the  old  Key- 
stone State  to  Ohio  in  1800  and  became  one  of 
the  earliest  and  most  influential  settlers  in 
German  Township,  Harrison  County,  where  he 
erected  and  operated  the  first  saw  mill  and  grist 
mill  in  the  township,  besides  reclaiming  a good 
farm.  Samuel  Gutschall  was  reared  and  edu- 
cated under  the  conditions  that  obtained  in  the 
pioneer  period  of  Harrison  County  history,  and 
he  became  one  of  the  prosperous  farmers  of 
German  Township,  where  he  remained  until  his 
death.  By  his  first  marriage  he  became  the 
father  of  five  children — 'Mary  A.  (wife  of  Dr. 
Aaron  Bishop),  James,  Margaret  (Mrs.  Jacob 
DeVault),  Elizabeth  (Mrs.  John  Peepels), 
Frances  (Mrs.  George  W.  Gibson).  By  his  sec- 
ond marriage  Mr.  Gutschall  had  one  son.  David, 
and  of  his  third  marriage  were  bora  two  chil- 
dren— Samuel  and  Ellen.  The  maiden  name  of 
his  second  wife  was  Ellen  McL»ean.  the  family 
name  of  his  third  wife  was  Wnesettler,  and  for 
his  fourth  wife  he  married  Ruth  Graham.  The 
members  of  the  Gutschall  family  in  the  several 
generations  have  held  principally  to  the  faith 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

James  and  Mary  (Wiiiard)  Gibson,  paternal 
grandparents  of  the  subject  of  this  review,  were 
bora  in  Maryland  and  became  early  settlers  in 
Harrison  County,  where  Mr.  Gibson  was  a pio- 
neer teacher  and  farmer  and  where  he  died 
when  his  children  were  not  yet  of  adult  age. 
his  widow  having  survived  him  by  many  years 
and  having  been  a devout  member  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church.  The  children  were  four  in 
number — Agnes,  Dorcas,  Caroline  and  George  W. 

George  W.  Gibson  passed  his  entire  life  in 
German  Township,  where  he  was  continuously 
associated  with  farm  activities  from  his  youth 
until  his  death,  which  occurred  when  he  was 
about  seventy-seven  years  of  age.  his  widow 
passing  away  at  the  age  of  about  eighty-five 


years  and  both  having  been  active  members  of 
the  German  Reformed  Church.  They  became 
the  parents  of  four  children:  Samuel  B.  mar- 
ried Miss  Belle  Vealy,  and  they  now  reside  in 
Los  Angeles,  California ; David  M.  and  James 
Leslie  were  twins,  the  latter  having  died  at  the 
age  of  twenty-four  years;  and  George  B.  mar- 
ried Miss  Irena  J.  Bawsley,  their  home  being 
now  in  German  Township. 

David  M.  Gibson  gained  his  early  education 
in  the  district  schools  of  German  Township 
and  later  was  a student  for  one  year  at  the 
Northwestern  Ohio  Universitv  at  Ada.  He  was 
a young  man  when  he  initiated  Independent 
farm  enterprise  in  his  native  township,  where 
in  1890  he  purchased  a tract  of  thirty  acres 
near  Cadiz  Junction.  He  remained  on  this 
place  ten  years,  and  in  1903  he  purchased  a 
farm  of  100  acres  in  the  same  township.  Five 
years  later  he  sold  this  property,  and  in  1914 
he  purchased  his  present  farm,  which  com- 
prises 145  acres  and  is  one  of  the  valuable 
farms  of  German  Township.  lie  takes  lively 
interest  in  all  that  touches  the  community 
welfare.  Is  a democrat  in  politics,  and  both  he 
and  his  wife  hold  membership  in  the  Presby- 
terian Church. 

November  3,  1885,  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Gibson  to  Miss  Sarah  S.  White,  who  like- 
wise was  bora  and  reared  in  Harrison  County, 
and  they  have  seven  children — Iva,  Walter  L.. 
Viola,  George  F..  David  Crawford,  Grace  Vic- 
toria and  Earl  H.  Iva  is  the  wife  of  Clarence 
BIraey,  a farmer  in  German  Township,  and 
they  have  three  children — Lawrence,  Walter 
and  Mary  Rozella.  Walter  L.,  the  eldest  son  of 
Mr.  Gibson,  married  Miss  Lena  Freshwater,  and 
they  have  three  children — Thelma,  Alvin  C.  and 
Virgil  Dean.  Viola  is  the  wife  of  Larra  Kim- 
mel,  and  they  reside  in  Stark  County.  Mr. 
Gibson  served  as  Township  Trustee  for  four- 
teen years. 

William  H.  Patterson,  county  commissioner 
of  Harrison  County,  and  one  of  the  prosperous 
farmers  of  Archer  Township,  is  rightly  ad- 
judged one  of  the  representative  men  of  this 
region.  He  was  born  in  Hopewell  Township. 
Washington  County,  Pennsylvania,  September 
9.  1855,  a son  of  John  and  Jane  (McClelland) 
Patterson,  and  grandson  of  James  Patterson. 
.Tames  Patterson  was  born  in  County  Down,  Ire- 
land in  1780,  and  in  1787  was  brought  to  Amer- 
ica by  his  father.  They  located  in  Washington 
County.  Pennsylvania,  and  there  James  Pat- 
terson spent  the  remainder  of  his  life.  He 
married  Mary  Miller,  who  was  bora  in  Wash- 
ington County.  Pennsylvania,  in  1786.  Their 
children  were  as  follows:  Elizabeth.  Jane. 

Alexander.  James,  Mary,  Thomas.  Margaret. 
David.  John.  Sarah  and  Martha. 

John  Patterson  was  born  in  the  same  house 
as  his  son.  the  date  of  his  birth  being  Decem- 
ber 6.  1822.  His  wife  was  bora  In  Hopewell 
Township.  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania,  in 
1822.  and  they  were  married  in  1850.  She  was 
a daughter  of  Thomas  McClelland,  one  of  the 
well-known  men  of  Washington  County,  Penn- 
sylvania. John  Patterson  spent  his  entire  life 
on  the  farm  on  which  he  was  bora,  and  died 
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there  in  1881,  his  widow  surviving  him  until 
1009.  Their  children  were  as  follows:  James, 

who  was  born  April  9,  1851;  Thomas,  who  was 
born  April  1,  1853;  William  H.,  whose  name 
heads  this  review;  and  John  L.,  who  was  born 
May  30,  1859.  The  parents  belonged  to  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church. 

William  H.  Patterson  was  brought  up  in  his 
native  township  and  taught  to  be  useful  and  in- 
dustrious. and  was  given  the  educational  advan- 
tages afforded  by  the  neighborhood  district 
schools.  As  a young  man  he  began  farming  in 
Washington  County,  and  continued  to  operate 
there  until  1903,  when  he  moved  to  his  present 
farm  of  163  acres  in  Archer  Township,  Har- 
rison County,  Ohio,  where  he  has  since  resided. 
He  also  owns  100  acres  additional  in  the  same 
township. 

In  1882  Mr.  Patterson  married  Zella,  a daugh- 
ter of  Major  George  T.  and  Cathrina  (Denny) 
Work.  During  the  Civil  war  George  T.  Work 
organized  a company  in  Washington  County, 
Pennsylvania,  and  was  commissioned  Its  cap- 
tain. later  was  promoted  and  at  the  close  of 
the  war  he  was  mustered  cfut  with  the  rank  of 
major.  Hater  he  served  as  sheriff  of  Washing- 
ton County,  Pennsylvania.  Mrs  Patterson  died 
on  December  28,  1886,  leaving  two  sons:  George 
W.,  who  married  Nannie  Borger.  and  they  have 
one  daughter,  Martha  Zella:  and  John  Vance, 
who  married  Carrie  Meyers,  and  they  have  two 
sons.  Allen  and  George.  In  November.  1888.  Mr. 
Patterson  married  Laura.  a daughter  of  Walter 
Denny.  She  died  April  10.  1911.  leaving  three 
children : Etta  Lee,  who  married  Joseph  Reed 

Thompson,  and  they  have  three  children.  Ralph, 
Eleanor  and  Laura  Louise.  Walter  W.,  who 
married  Lucile  Bigger,  and  they  have  three 
children,  Laura  Louise  and  Mary  Lee  and  Mar- 
garet Irene  (twins)  : William  McClellan,  who 
married  Wilma  Hines  (no  children). 

At  the  November  election  in  1916  Mr.  Patter- 
son was  elected  a commissioner  of  Harrison 
County,  and  was  re-elected  in  1918.  He  is  one 
of  the  sound,  conservative  men  of  this  section, 
and  a man  who  has  made  his  own  way  in  the 
world,  so  that  he  is  thoroughly  practical  and 
knows  how  to  handle  the  affairs  of  the  county 
in  an  effective  manner. 

Robert  M.  Bothwet.l.  For  over  thirty  years 
Robert  M.  Both  well  has  had  some  of  the  un- 
usual responsibilities  of  farm  management  in 
Carroll  County.  A practical  farmer  and  also 
a successful  dairyman,  he  owns  the  City  Dairy, 
one  of  the  chief  sources  of  the  pure  milk  sup- 
ply of  Carrollton.  He  is  a good  business  man 
and  has  linked  his  private  interests  with  the 
essential  interests  of  the  community. 

Mr.  Both  well  was  born  on  the  old  Infirmary 
Farm,  a mile  and  a half  from  Carrollton  in 
Union  Township,  April  16.  1867.  His  parents 
were  Armstrong  and  Catherine  (Hill)  Botbwell. 
His  mother  was  a daughter  of  John  and  Re- 
becca Hill,  whose  lives  were  identified  with 
pioneer  times  In  Carroll  County.  John  Hill 
was  a noted  hunter  and  frequently  Invaded  the 
bear  dens  which  were  then  rather  plentiful  in 
this  section  of  Ohio.  The  paternal  grandpar- 
ents of  Mr.  Bothwell  were  George  and  Jane 


Both  well,  who  entered  land  in  Lee  Township 
and  improved  a farm  that  is  now  owned  by 
J.  W.  Maple.  Armstrong  Bothwell  was  bom 
In  Lee  Township  In  1831  and  his  wife  in  the 
same  community  in  1834.  They  were  married 
April  17,  1855,  and  he  died  at  Carrollton  Feb- 
ruary 9,  1912,  his  wife  passing  away  February 
8,  1903.  Armstrong  Bothwell  combined  the  oc- 
cupations of  farming  and  stone  mason,  and  for 
nine  years  was  manager  of  the  County  In- 
firmary. Eventually  he  bought  the  Infirmary 
farm  of  a hundred  fifty-five  acres,  and  subse- 
quently bought  twenty-five  acres  more  and  was 
rated  as  one  of  the  prosperous  and  substantial 
farmers  and  land  owners  of  the  county.  While 
always  busy  with  some  practical  work,  he  was 
Interested  in  literature  and  a great  reader  and 
kept  up  with  the  times.  Politically  he  was  a 
republican,  and  he  and  his  wife  were  among 
the  supporting  members  for  many  years  of  the 
Methodist  Church  at  Carrollton.  In  their  fam- 
ily were  five  children:  Evallne,  bom  July  20, 
1856,  and  died  February  1,  1901;  John  Chal- 
mers, bom  March  9,  1860,  and  died  January  19, 
1911;  Robert  M.,  the  third  of  the  family;  Vin- 
cent Grant,  bora  January  6,  1872,  and  died  in 
Infancy;  and  Mary  Laura,  bom  December  9, 
1875. 

Robert  M.  Bothwell  came  to  manhood  in  the 
farm  environment,  and  had  a practical  train- 
ing as  a youth  which  well  fitted  him  for  the 
responsibilities  he  has  since  carried.  He  began 
life  with  a public  school  education.  At  the 
present  time  he  owns  three  hundred  acres  of 
Carroll  County  land.  His  chief  farm  and  home 
are  on  eighty  acres  adjoining  the  corporation 
of  Carrollton,  and  this  Is  the  headquarters  of 
the  City  Dairy.  The  dairy  farm  Is  equipped 
with  modern  buildings  and  other  facilities  for 
the  production  and  handling  of  milk.  He  keeps 
a herd  of  fifty  cows,  and  uses  two  large  silos 
for  their  feeding.  The  operation  of  this  dairy 
in  Itself  is  a public  service,  and  probably  for 
that  reason  Mr.  Bothwell  has  never  aspired 
to  office.  He  is  a republican  voter  and  is  a 
member  of  the  Methodist  Church  which  his  par- 
ents attended  so  many  years. 

In  1888  Mr.  Bothwell  married  Miss  Jane 
Marshall,  daughter  of  Joshua  and  Malinda 
Marshall,  of  Washington  Township.  Her  mother 
died  in  1901.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bothwell  were 
born  six  children:  Marshall,  bora  in  1890; 

Grace,  wife  of  Edgar  Boyd,  of  Union  Town- 
ship: Nina,  wife  of  Carl  Schnmo  and  the 
mother  of  two  children,  named  Robert  and  Beth 
Jane:  Laura,  wife  of  Lawrence  Dunlap;  John 
and  Earl,  both  at  home  with  their  father.  The 
son  Marshall  responded  to  the  draft  in  August. 
1918.  and  was  in  training  at  Camp  Sherman 
when  stricken  with  the  Influenza  and  soon  aft- 
erward was  granted  an  honorable  discharge 

David  R.  Zollars  has  given  convincing  evi- 
dence of  his  ability  and  progressiveness  in  con- 
nection with  farm  Industry  in  his  native  county, 
and  is  numbered  among  the  successful  repre- 
sentatives of  agricultural  and  live-stock  enter- 
prise in  German  Township,  Harrison  County. 
He  was  bora  In  this  township  on  the  6th  of 
January,  1857,  and  is  a son  of  David  and  Lu-

clnda  (Ritchison)  Zollars,  his  father  having 
been  actively  associated  with  coal-mining  oper- 
ations In  Harrison  County  and  having  main- 
tained his  residence  at  Germano,  where  he  died 
when  his  son  David  R.  was  a child  of  about  two 
years,  his  widow  surviving  him  by  a number 
of  years.  They  became  the  parents  of  nine  chil- 
dren— Lydia,  Lovlna,  Mary,  John  (served  as  a 
soldier  in  the  Civil  war),  Lucinda,  Nancy, 
Emma,  Hattie  and  David  R. 

After  the  death  of  his  father  David  R.  Zol- 
lars was  taken  into  the  home  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Henry  Miller,  and  his  fosterparents  gave  him 
the  affection  and  care  that  they  would  have 
given  to  their  own  son.  He  was  afforded  the 
advantages  of  the  district  schools  of  German 
Township,  and  thereafter  he  found  satisfaction 
in  continuing  his  helpful  association  with  the 
work  and  management  of  the  farm  of  his  fos- 
terfather in  German  Township.  Since  1909  he 
has  been  engaged  in  independent  farm  enter- 
prise, with  a valuable  property  comprising  258 
acres  owned  by  him  and  constituting  one  of  the 
model  farms  of  German  Township.  Experience 
and  mature  judgment  have  been  brought  to  bear 
by  Zollars  in  the  prosecution  of  his  pro- 
gressive enterprise  as  an  agriculturist  and 
stock:grower,  and  he  is  an  exemplar  of  modern 
methods  and  policies  in  this  field  of  industry, 
of  which  he  is  a prominent  and  highly  re- 
spected representative  in  his  native  township. 
He  pays  tribute  of  lasting  appreciation  and 
gratitude  to  his  fosterparents,  and  on  other 
pages  of  this  work  will  be  found  individual 
mention  of  Henry  Miller,  who  was  well  worthy 
of  the  filial  devotion  of  him  whose  name  initi- 
ates this  article.  Mr.  Zollars  takes  loyal  inter- 
est in  community  affairs,  is  liberal  in  support 
of  enterprises  projected  for  the  general  good, 
and  in  politics  is  aligned  with  the  democratic 
party. 

The  year  1885  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Zollars  to  Miss  Jennie  Roberts,  daughter  of 
George  and  Nancy  (Benedict)  Roberts,  of  Har- 
rison County,  and  of  this  union  have  been  born 
five  children : Buena  Vista  is  the  wife  of  Clif- 

ford Ferguson,  of  Tuscarawas  County,  and  they 
have  two  children — Wayne  and  Olive.  Henry 
Miller  Zollars  is  farming  the  old  Miller  farm 
adjoining  his  father’s  farm.  He  married  Miss 
Hattie  Kuhn,  and  their  two  children  are  Mar- 
garet Louise  and  Henry  Raymond.  Nannie 
Evelyn  is  the  wife  of  Clyde  Tucker,  a mer- 
chant of  Clarksfleld,  Huron  County,  Ohio,  and 
they  have  two  children,  David  and  Clyde  Dean. 
Charles  Monford  is  more  specifically  mentioned 
in  a following  paragraph;  and  John  Roscoe  re- 
mains at  the  parental  home. 

Charles  Monford  Zollars  was  one  of  the  gal- 
lant young  men  contributed  to  the  nation’s  mili- 
tary service  by  Harrison  County  in  connection 
with  the  World  war.  He  entered  service  May 
14,  1918,  was  in  training  at  Columbus,  Ohio, 
for  the  ensuing  two  months,  and  was  then  sent 
to  Camp  Hancock,  Georgia,  where  he  remained 
about  eight  months.  He  was  then  transferred 
to  Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey,  thence  to  Pitts- 
burgh, and  Inter  to  Washington.  D.  C.,  where  he 
is  now  located  in  the  War  and  Navy  Building 
as  a clerk.  He  was  discharged  April  24,  1919. 


but  continued  in  the  employ  of  the  Government. 
He  was  assigned  to  a machine  gun  battalion, 
and  served  as  sergeant  of  the  Fouth  Headquar- 
ters Battalion  of  the  One  Hundred  and  Fifty- 
Third  Depot  Brigade. 

Henry  Miller,  who  was  one  of  the  venerable 
native  sons  of  Harrison  County  at  the  time  of 
his  death  in  1910,  was  a representative  of  one 
of  the  best  known  pioneer  families  of  this 
county,  with  whose  history  the  family  name 
has  been  identified  for  more  than  a century. 
Adequate  details  concerning  this  influential 
family  may  be  found  in  the  sketch  of  Andrew 
B.  Miller  on  other  pages  of  this  work.  Henry 
Miller  was  a man  of  fine  character  ana  marked 
ability,  became  one  of  the  most  successful  agri- 
culturists and  stock-growers  of  his  native  town- 
ship, and  at  the  time  of  his  death  was  the 
owner  of  a valuable  landed  estate  of  more  than 
300  acres  in  German  Township.  He  achieved 
special  success  in  the  breeding  and  raising  of 
Clydesdale  liorse9,  as  well  as  the  best  type  of 
standard-bred  horses  and  also  fine  sheep. 

Mr.  Miller  was  bofrn  in  German  Township,  on 
the  farm  which  was  his  place  of  residence  at  the 
time  of  his  death,  and  the  date  of  his  nativity 
was  August  27,  1824.  He  was  a son  of  Daniel 
and  Susannah  (Lowmiller)  Miller,  and  a grand- 
son of  John  Miller,  who  came  to  Harrison 
County  from  Maryland  in  1806.  Mr.  Miller 
passed  his  entire  life  on  the  farm  on  which  he 
was  born,  and  his  early  educational  advantages 
were  those  of  the  pioneer  schools.  May  20,  1856, 
recorded  his  marriage  to  Miss  E.  W.  Gault,  who 
was  born  February  28,  1831,  a daughter  of  John 
and  Nancy  (McKinsey)  Gault,  her  parents 
having  become  residents  of  Harrison  County  in 
1839.  Mrs.  Miller  was  seventy-one  years  of  age 
at  the  time  of  her  death,  and  both  she  and  her 
husband  were  communicants  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church.  They  had  no  children,  but  in  their 
home  they  reared  from  childhood  David  B.  Zol- 
lars, a representative  Harrison  County  farmer 
of  whom  individual  mention  is  made  in  the  pre- 
ceding sketch.  Mr.  Miller  was  a staunch  demo- 
crat in  politics  and  was  liberal  and  public- 
spirited  as  a citizen,  the  while  his  generous 
and  kindly  nature  gained  for  him  the  high  re- 
gard of  all  who  knew  him.  He  lived  and  la- 
bored to  worthy  ends,  achieved  much  of  suc- 
cess, and  by  his  character  and  accomplishment 
honored  the  country  and  state  of  his  birth. 

Ross  Philip  Rusk,  M.  D.,  of  Cadiz,  who  has 
won  recognition  as  a successful  physician  and 
surgeon,  and  gained  prominence  as  a progressive 
citizen,  is  a native  9on  of  Ohio  and  is  a repre- 
sentative in  the  third  generation  of  two  old  and 
well  known  families  of  this  part  of  the  State. 

The  more  important  names  and  dates  in  his 
family  relationship  are  here  set  down  as  a 
means  of  permanent  record.  His  paternal  great- 
grandparents  were  David  and  Jane  Rusk.  David 
Rusk  had  three  brothers  and  one  sister,  James. 
Humphrey,  Michael  and  Polly. 

Michael  Rusk,  son  of  David  and  Jane,  was 
born  September  23,  1796,  and  was  one  of  the 
pioneers  of  Eastern  Ohio.  He  died  in  Belmont 
County  July  31,  1847.  He  married  Catherine 
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McDonald,  who  was  born  September  15,  1807, 
and  died  September  13,  1878.  She  had  ten 
brothers  and  sisters:  Jeanette,  John,  Elizabeth, 
Rebecca,  Margaret,  James,  William,  Jane,  Ru- 
hama  and  Christianna  McDonald.  The  children 
of  Michael  and  Catherine  Rusk  were : Jane  Riusk 
Love,  born  October  21,  1829,  and  died  October 
20,  1920;  Eliza  Rusk  Morgan,  born  March  5, 
1832,  and  died  July  9,  1859;  Archibald  Rusk, 
born  August  30,  1835;  David  Wilson  Rusk,  bom 
May  26,  1838,  and  died  April  24,  1842;  John 
Alexander  Rusk,  bom  June  26,  1841,  and  died 
April  24,  1842;  James  Harvey  Rusk,  born  May 
17,  1842,  and  died  August  9,  1889;  and  Mar- 
garet Malinda  Rusk,  bom  August  4,  1846. 

James  Harvey  Rusk,  father  of  Dr.  Rusk,  spent 
his  entire  life  as  a farmer  in  Richland  Town- 
ship, Belmont  County.  He  married  Mary  Ellen 
Morgan,  who  was  born  Januaiy  24,  1846,  and 
died  March  2,  1907.  She  was  a daughter  of 
Philip  and  Sarah  (Seibert)  Morgan,  the  former 
bom  September  22,  1819,  and  died  in  1892,  and 
the  latter  bora  November  26,  1826,  and  died  in 
1907.  Sarah  Seibert  was  a daughter  of  Adam 
and  Rachel  Seibert.  Mary  Ellen  was  the  oldest 
of  the  children  of  Philip  Morgan  and  wife,  the 
others  being:  Marshall  J.,  bora  September  26, 
1847;  Martha  Ann  Coleman,  bom  August  14, 
1849,  and  died  in  1916 ; Malissa  Jane  Love,  bom 
October  14,  1851,  and  died  in  1906 ; John  Albert 
Morgan,  bom  November  13,  1853;  Milton  Chal- 
mers Morgan,  born  November  14,  1856,  and  died 
in  1861;  Ada  line  Amanda  Hedges,  bom  April 
24,  1859,  and  died  in  1914;  Euphemia  Alinda 
Love,  bora  June  18,  1861;  and  Ell  Seibert  Mor- 
gan, bom  December  19,  1866. 

James  H.  and  Mary  E.  Rusk  became  the  par- 
ents of  the  following  children : Addison  E.  of 

Belmont  County;  Elmer  M.  of  Missouri  who 
married  Ada  M.  Schenck;  Sarah  Jane,  who  mar- 
ried Harry  H.  Haverfleld  and  both  are  now  de- 
ceased; Marshall  A.  of  Harrison  County  who 
married  Nellie  Branson;  Ina  Etta  who  became 
the  wife  of  D.  S.  Thompson  of  Belmont  County ; 
and  Dr.  Ross  Philip.  « 

Ross  Philip  Rusk  was  bom  in  Richland  Town- 
ship, Belmont  County,  October  11,  1877,  and 
was  graduated  from  the  St.  Clalrsville  High 
School  and  from  Franklin  College  with  the 
class  of  ’99,  with  the  degree  Bachelor  of  Science. 
Previous  to  his  graduation  from  Franklin  Col- 
lege he  had  taken  one  year  of  the  Medical 
course  at  Starling  Medical  College  at  Colum- 
bus, and  following  his  graduation  from  Frank- 
lin he  returned  to  Starling,  where  after  complet- 
ing the  four  years’  course,  he  was  graduated 
with  the  degree  M.  D.,  class  of  1902,  and  since 
he  has  been  in  active  practice  he  has  taken 
post-graduate  courses  both  at  Chicago  Post 
Graduate  College  in  1908  and  at  the  medical 
department  of  Harvard  University  in  1914. 

Doctor  Rusk  entered  the  practice  of  his  pro- 
fession In  Cadiz  in  1902,  and  during  his  twenty 
years  of  practice  his  skill  and  ability  have  won 
for  him  a place  among  the  prominent  and  suc- 
cessful members  of  the  medical  profession  of 
Harrison  County.  He  is  a member  of  the  Har- 
rison County  Medical  Society,  the  Ohio  State 
Medical  Society  and  the  American  Medical  As- 
sociation. 


As  a citizen  Doctor  Rusk  has  always  been  pro- 
gressive and  public  spirited,  always  ready  to 
give  his  earnest  support  to  all  civic  movements 
having  for  their  object  the  promotion  of  the 
welfare  of  the  entire  community.  When  the 
United  States  entered  the  World  war  he  was  on 
June  21,  1917,  appointed  by  the  Ohio  Medical 
Society  as  one  of  three  members  of  the  Draft 
Board  for  Harrison  County,  the  other  two  hav- 
ing been  appointed  by  the  Common  Pleas  Court 
of  the  county.  He  practically  gave  his  entire 
time  to  the  organization  of  the  Board  and  Its 
subsequent  work  until  he  resigned  on  January  8, 
1918,  on  account  of  the  urgent  requirements  of 
his  services  in  private  practice,  and  even  after 
his  retirement  from  the  Board  he  freely  gave 
his  time  to  the  work  of  assisting  In  the  physical 
examination  of  the  boys  who  came  before  the 
Draft  Board.  He  was  the  last  member  of  the 
original  board  to  resign,  and  his  services  were 
fully  appreciated  both  by  the  Government  and 
the  community.  On  November  9,  1918,  Doctor 
Rusk  was  enrolled  as  a member  of  the  Volun- 
teer Medical  Service  Corps  authorized  by  the 
Council  of  National  Defense  and  approved  by 
the  President  of  the  United  States. 

In  1905  Doctor  Rusk  was  united  in  marriage 
with  Ola,  the  daughter  of  Elwood  Johnson  of 
Flushing,  Ohio.  She  died  on  February  5,  1911. 
On  December  25,  1912,  the  doctor  was  united  In 
marriage  with  Beulah  Van  Zandt  Schenck,  the 
daughter  of  William  Schenck,  of  Brookfield, 
Missouri.  To  this  marriage  three  children  have 
been  bom  as  follows:  Ross  Philip,  Jr.,  bora 

on  January  27,  1915;  Anna  Jean,  born  on  July 
25,  1916,  and  William  Schenck,  bom  on  Decem- 
ber 19,  1918. 

Doctor  Rusk  is  a member  of  Cadiz  Lodge  No. 
219,  F.  and  A.  M.,  and  of  Cadiz  Chapter  No.  171, 
R.  A.  M.  He  is  a republican  in  politics  and  the 
family  belong  to  the  Cadiz  Presbyterian 
Church.  He  is  a director  in  the  Harrison  Na- 
tional Bank  of  Cadiz. 

Thomas  I.  Tope.  Carroll  County  claims  a 
specially  fine  contingent  of  native  sons  who  are 
here  actively  identified  with  farm  Industry  and 
stand  exponent  of  loyal  and  progressive  citizen 
ship.  Of  this  number  is  Thomas  I.  Tope,  whose 
well  improved  farm  of  eighty  acres  is  situated 
in  Monroe  Township,  on  rural  mail  route  No.  4 
from  Carrollton,  the  county  seat.  He  was  born 
on  the  old  home  farm  in  this  township,  near 
Leavittsville,  September  16,  1868,  and  is  a son 
of  Gabriel,  and  Elizabeth  (McCue)  Tope,  the 
former  of  whom  still  resides  on  and  has  gen- 
eral supervision  of  his  farm,  though  he  is  now 
venerable  in  years.  Gabriel  Tope  was  bora 
and  reared  in  Carroll  County  and  is  a son  of 
Jacob  and  Katherine  .(Kale)  Tope,  Jacob  Tope 
having  come  from  Pennsylvania  and  numbered 
himself  among  the  pioneer  farmers  of  Carroll 
County,  where  he  secured  land  near  Petersburg 
and  where  he  and  his  wife  remained  until  their 
deaths.  Their  children  were  eleven  in  number. 
Gabriel  Tope  has  devoted  his  entire  active  ca- 
reer to  agricultural  and  live-stock  industry,  and 
is  one  of  the  venerable  and  honored  native  sons 
of  Carroll  County.  His  wife  likewise  Is  of  ad- 
vanced age,  and  both  are  devout  members  of 
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the  Presbyterian  Church.  Their  son,  Homer  D., 
is  general  superintendent  of  the  Anti-Saloon 
League  for  the  district  of  Philadelphia,  Penn- 
sylvania. He  was  one  of  its  organizers  and  has 
gained  fame  as  a reformer  and  eloquent  public 
speaker.  He  was  the  oldest  in  order  of  birth  of 
the  family  of  four  children,  and  Thomas  I.  was 
the  fourth  child. 

Thomas  I.  Tope  is  indebted  to  the  public 
schools  of  his  native  county  for  his  early  edu- 
cational discipline,  and  he  continued  to  be  ac- 
tively associated  with  the  work  and  manage- 
ment of  the  home  farm  until  he  had  attained  to 
his  legal  majority.  After  his  marriage,  which 
occurred  in  the  spring  of  1896,  he  established 
his  residence  on  a farm  of  eighty  acres  in  Mon- 
roe Township,  and  here  he  continued  his  suc- 
cessful enterprise  as  an  agriculturist  and  stock- 
raiser  fourteen  years.  He  then  sold  the  prop- 
erty and  purchased  another  farm  of  160  acres 
in  the  same  township,  and  in  the  spring  of 
1920  he  sold  this  place,  upon  advantageous 
terms,  and  purchased  his  present  farm,  which 
likewise  he  is  making  the  stage  of  progressive 
and  successful  agricultural  and  live-stock  indus- 
try. He  is  a staunch  republican,  has  been  ac- 
tive In  local  affairs  of  a public  order  and  served 
as  city  committeeman.  He  and  his  wife  hold 
membership  in  the  Methodist  Church. 

February  15,  1896,  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Tope  to  Miss  Hattie  Rainsberger,  daughter 
of  Thomas  Rainsberger,  of  whom  individual 
record  is  given  on  other  pages  of  this  work.  The 
one  child  of  this  union  Is  John  Clayton  Tope, 
who  was  born  in  the  year  1897  and  who  is  now 
employed  in  the  city  of  Canton,  Stark  County. 
John  C.  Tope  was  one  of  the  sterling  young  men 
who  represented  Carroll  County  in  the  nation’s 
military  service  in  the  late  World  war.  He  en- 
tered service  in  September,  1918,  passed  three 
months  in  the  training  camp  at  Toledo,  and  was 
then  transferred  to  Camp  Oglethorpe,  at  At- 
lanta, Georgia.  Two  months  later  he  was  sent 
to  Baltimore,  Maryland,  as  a private  of  the  first 
class,  and  after  the  signing  of  the  historic  ar- 
mistice he  continued  in  service  until  April,  1919, 
when  he  was  mustered  out  and  received  his 
honorable  discharge. 

John  F.  Leyda.  A prosperous  stock  man  and 
farmer  Illustrates  by  his  experience  the  ups  and 
downs  of  his  line  of  business,  Its  fascinating 
promises  of  fortune  as  well  as  its  equally  abun- 
dant opportunities  for  failure.  One  of  the  men 
of  Carroll  County  who  has  had  some  of  these 
vicissitudes  of  fortune,  who  has  made  several 
changes  in  location  and  business,  but  each  one 
dictated  by  good  judgment,  and  by  determina- 
tion has  overcome  obstacles  and  is  now  enjoy- 
ing a well  earned  prosperity  is  John  F.  Leyda 
of  Harrison  Township. 

Mr.  Leyda  was  born  in  Harrison  Township  in 
December  17,  1867,  son  of  David  and  Samantha 
(Putoff)  Leyda.  His  father  was  also  a native 
of  Harrison  Township  and  a well  known  farmer 
there.  Oldest  of  nine  children,  John  F.  Leyda 
had  his  early  education  limited  to  terms  of 
winter  school  until  he  was  seventeen.  He 
learned  farming  by  work  at  home,  but  had 
practically  no  capital  when  he  married  Miss 


Nettie  A.  Wright,  daughter  of  W.  S.  and  Eliza- 
beth Wright,  of  Monroe  Township. 

The  first  year  of  their  married  life  they  lived 
on  the  Wright  farm  of  a hundred  acres.  He 
then  rented  a hundred  acre  farm  in  Rose  Town- 
ship, spent  a year  there,  another  year  on  a 
hundred  fifty  acres  in  Brown  Township,  farmed 
a hundred  sixty  acres  at  Magnolia  for  a year, 
and  then  returned  to  the  Wright  farm  in  Mon- 
roe Township,  where  he  continued  his  varied 
efforts  at  agriculture  for  seven  years.  After  a 
public  sale  of  his  stock  and  equipment  Dr. 
Leyda  located  at  Dellroy,  and  employed  his 
labor  and  a teaming  outfit  as  his  principal  busi- 
ness for  five  years. 

In  1914  he  bought  his  present  place  of  a hun- 
dred five  acres.  This  is  now  a well  equipped 
farm,  and  he  has  made  it  the  source  of  a steady 
income  for  the  past  six  years. 

Mr.  Leyda  is  an  independent  democrat  and 
member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  at  Dell- 
roy. Two  children  were  born  to  their  marriage. 
Gladys  was  bom  in  1906.  Marie  died  in  1898, 
at  the  age  of  two  years  and  one  day. 

James  Grant  Snively  was  reared  under  the 
discipline  of  the  farm  and  has  depended  wisely 
upon  Ids  knowledge  of  agricultural  and  live- 
stock industry  in  making  his  way  to  the  goal  of 
independence  and  stable  prosperity.  He  now  has 
secure  place  as  one  of  the  prosperous  and  rep- 
resentative farmers  of  his  native  county,  eighty 
acres  of  the  place  being  in  Loudon  Township, 
Carroll  County,  and  the  remaining  seven  acres 
in  Lee  Township.  He  was  born  In  Washington 
Township,  this  county,  August  15,  1868,  and  is 
a son  of  John  Milton  and  Eleanor  (Figely) 
Snively,  his  father  likewise  having  been  a na- 
tive of  Washington  Township,  where  he  passed 
his  entire  life,  his  vocation  having  been  that  of 
farming.  His  parents,  Henry  and  Mary  (Car- 
mon)  Snively,  were  natives  of  Pennsylvania 
and  became  pioneer  settlers  in  Carroll  County, 
so  that  the  family  name  has  been  long  and 
worthily  linked  with  the  civic  and  industrial 
history  of  this  Ohio  county.  Of  the  children 
of  John  M.  and  Eleanor  Snively  the  eldest  is 
Emma,  who  is  the  wife  of  Thomas  Demilton,  a 
farmer  near  Minerva,  this  county;  Robert  Is 
engaged  in  farming  in  Washington  Township; 
James  Grant,  of  this  sketch,  was  the  next  in 
order  of  birth;  Alvin  is  a farmer  in  Washing- 
ton Township;  Margaret  is  the  wife  of  James 
McGee,  of  Augusta  Township;  Howard  remains 
on  the  old  home  farm,  in  Washington  Town- 
ship; and  Mary  is  the  wife  of  Foster  Roude- 
bush  and  they  reside  in  the  city  of  Detroit, 
Michigan. 

James  G.  Snively  profited  alike  by  the  dis- 
cipline of  the  district  schools  and  the  home 
farm,  and  upon  attaining  to  his  legal  majority 
he  began  to  work  by  the  month,  as  a farm  em- 
ploye. After  his  marriage,  in  1890,  he  con- 
tinued to  farm  on  rented  land  for  a period  of 
eighteen  years,  and  he  then  purchased  his  pres- 
ent farm,  which  had  been  permitted  to  run 
down  and  which  thus  placed  distinct  challenge 
upon  his  characteristic  energy  and  progressive- 
ness. He  has  brought  the  place  up  to  a high 
standard  of  productiveness,  has  remodeled  the 
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buildings,  and  has  made  other  improvements 
which  likewise  indicate  the  supervision  of  a 
keen,  determined  and  enterprising  owner.  Mr. 
Snively  takes  loyal  interest  in  all  that  concerns 
the  welfare  of  his  home  community  and  native 
county,  is  a staunch  republican  and  Is  affiliated 
actively  with  the  Kilgore  Grange. 

December  21.  1890,  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Snively  to  Miss  Matilda  A.  McCully,  who 
was  born  and  reared  in  Harrison  Township,  this 
county,  a daughter  of  William  and  Jennie 
(Smith)  McCully,  the  former  a native  of  Har- 
rison Township  and  the  latter  of  Fox  Town- 
ship. Mr.  and  Mrs.  Snively  have  six  children: 
Maude  Is  the  wife  of  James  Simmons,  of  Lou- 
don Township:  Erna  Is  the  wife  of  Harvey  Mc- 
Cartney. of  Dellroy,  this  county:  Lillie  is  the 
wife  of  Oscar  Reigle,  of  Carrollton:  Mary  now 
resides  In  the  city  of  Carrollton:  and  James  W. 
and  Wilbur  S.  remain  at  the  parental  home. 

James  Mii.ton  Finefrock,  one  of  the  prosper- 
ous farmers  of  Carroll  County,  operating  the 
old  homestead,  280  acres  of  as  well-developed 
land  as  can  be  found  in  Rose  Township,  is  rec- 
ognized as  one  of  the  important  factors  in  the 
agricultural  life  of  his  neighborhood.  He  was 
horn  in  Rose  Township,  September  26,  1890.  a 
son  of  Atwell  John  and  Mary  Elizabeth  (Shine) 
Finefrock,  and  grandson  of  John  Finefrock,  who 
was  born  in  Lancaster  County.  Pennsylvania, 
in  1792.  He  married  Elizabeth  Harple,  who 
was  born  at  Wurtemberg.  Germany,  in  1798, 
and  came  to  the  United  States  with  her  par- 
ents, who  located  near  Lancaster.  Pennsylvania. 
They  made  the  trip  on  a sailing  vessel  which 
took  eight  weeks  to  cross  the  Atlantic  ocean. 
The  marriage  ceremony  which  united  John 
Finefrock  and  Elizabeth  Harple  was  performed 
at  Lancaster  In  1817.  and  for  six  years  there- 
after they  resided  in  that  city,  and  they  moved 
to  Centerville.  Ohio,  now  Carrollton,  making 
the  trip  by  wagon  and  being  four  weeks  on  the 
road.  On  July  4,  1823,  they  located  on  a farm 
in  Rose  Township.  Carroll  County,  which  re- 
mained in  the  family  until  1918.  After  twenty- 
seven  jfears  spent  on  this  farm,  they  moved  to 
another  one  one  mile  south  of  Waynesburg, 
Stark  County,  where  five  years  were  spent. 
They  then  moved  to  Waynesburg,  and  spent 
twenty-four  years.  Being  then  advanced  in 
years  they  went  to  live  with  their  son.  John 
Finefrock.  who  resided  one-half  mile  north  of 
Waynesburg,  and  nineteen  months  later,  Janu- 
ary 9,  1881,  they  passed  away  within  eight 
hours  of  each  other.  By  trade  John  Finefrock 
wps  a locksmith,  but  was  also  engaged  in  farm- 
ing. There  were  ten  children  in  his  family, 
seven  sons  and  three  daughters.  Atwell  John 
Finefrock  was  a farmer  for  many  years,  and 
owned  280  acres  of  land  in  Rose  Township,  but 
Is  now  retired.  Both  he  and  his  wife  are  still 
livintr.  They  had  nine  children,  of  whom  James 
Milton  Finefrock  is  the  seventh  in  order  of 
birth 

Growing  up  In  Rose  Township,  James  Milton 
Finefrock  attended  district  school  Number  6 
during  the  winter  months  until  he  was  sixteen 
years  old.  and  has  always  been  engaged  in 
farming.  After  his  marriage  he  took  charge  of 


the  homestead,  and  has  remained  on  it  ever 
since,  and  carried  on  general  farming.  His 
property  is  In  fine  condition  and  he  takes  great 
pride  in  keeping  everything  up-to-date. 

On  February  28,  1912,  Mr.  Finefrock  was  mar- 
ried to  Lou  Emma  Halter,  a daughter  of  George 
and  Minnie  (Yarger)  Halter,  of  East  Sparta, 
Ohio.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Finefrock  have  two  chil- 
dren, namely:  Helen  Marie  and  Roy  Herman. 

In  politics  Mr.  Finefrock  is  a republican.  He 
finds  it  beneficial  to  maintain  membership  with 
the  National  Grange  of  Magnolia,  Ohio.  The 
Lutheran  church  of  Waynesburg  has  him  on  Its 
rolls  as  a useful  member,  and  he  gives  it  a 
generous  support.  An  excellent  farmer,  good 
citizen  and  honorable  man  Mr.  Finefrock  meas- 
ures up  to  the  best  standards,  and  deserves  the 
confidence  he  always  inspires  in  those  with 
whom  he  has  dealings. 

J.  Finley  Mattebn.  One  of  the  old  estab- 
lished and  highly  honored  families  of  Harrison 
County  is  that  bearing  the  name  of  Mattern, 
and  it  has  representatives  here  which  belong 
to  the  highest  type  of  American  citizenry,  one 
of  them  being  J.  Finley  Mattern,  a prosperous 
farmer  of  Archer  Township.  He  was  born  in 
Green  Township,  where  the  family  was  first 
established  many  years  ago  by  his  great-grand- 
father, John  Mattern.  a native  of  Maryland. 
J.  Finley  Mattern  came  into  the  world  on  Feb- 
ruary 17,  1860.  a sou  of  John  Mattern,  born  in 
Green  Township  on  July  12,  1837,  a son  of 
Abraham  Mattern,  and  grandson  of  the  original 
John  Mattern  of  Maryland.  The  mother  of 
J.  Finley  Mattern  bore  the  maiden  name  of 
Margaret  Leas,  and  she  was  born  in  Green 
Township  on  August  2,  1839,  a daughter  of 
George  and  Mary  (Bream)  Leas.  Both  the 
Mattern  and  Leas  families  not  only  were  very 
prominent  In  agricultural  matters,  but  they  also 
participated  to  a marked  degree  In  the  estab- 
lishment and  support  of  the  old  Bethel  Meth- 
odist Church  of  Green  Township,  of  which  John 
Mattern  and  his  wife  have  been  members  for 
over  fifty-eight  years.  They  are  both  living 
and  conducting  their  farm  of  120  acres  on 
which  they  located  In  1866. 

For  about  two  years  J.  Finley  Mattern  at- 
tended the  district  schools  of  Green  Township, 
but  his  parents  then  moving  to  Archer  Town- 
ship he  completed  his  studies  In  the  latter.  He 
remained  at  home  until  his  marriage  to  Mary 
Bell  Maxwell,  a daughter  of  Allan  and  Mary 
Anna  Maxwell,  and  following  that  event  he  lo- 
cated on  a farm  of  his  own  in  Archer  Town- 
ship. His  first  wife  died  on  August  15.  1888, 
and  on  October  2.  1889,  he  was  married  to  Isa- 
bel Snyder,  a daughter  of  Jacob  and  Elizabeth 
(Bradford)  Snyder.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Snyder  have 
sixty-one  and  one-quarter  acres  in  their  pres- 
ent farm,  and  she  owns  sixty-seven  and  three- 
quarter  acres  not  far  away.  Mr.  Mattern  car- 
ries on  general  farming  and  stock  raising,  and 
Is.  like  the  other  members  of  his  family,  a man 
of  means  and  influence. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Mattern  became  the  parents  of 
three  children:  May  Blanche,  who  was  born 

August  3,  1890,  died  en  February  25,  1914,  hav- 
ing married  Joseph  M.  Mitchell ; Frank  Everett, 
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who  was  born  on  November  2,  1893;  and  Wilmot 
Doyle,  who  was  born  on  April  8,  1896,  Is  at 
home.  Having  been  brought  up  In  the  faith  of 
the  Methodist  Church,  both  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Mat- 
tern  are  members  of  the  old  Bethel  Church  of 
that  denomination  in  Green  Township. 

Prank  Everett  Mat  tern  Is  a veteran  of  the 
great  war,  having  enlisted  in  the  service  on 
May  30,  1918,  and  was  trained  at  Camp  Gordon, 
Atlanta,  Georgia.  About  the  middle  of  July  of 
that  year  he  left  Camp  Gordon  with  his  organi- 
zation for  Camp  Merritt,  New  Jersey,  and 
sailed  from  Boston,  Massachusetts,  on  July  24, 

1918,  and  landed  in  England  on  August  8,  1918. 
Following  a stay  of  two  days  at  the  American 
rest  camp  at  Winchelsea,  England,  he  sailed 
from  Southampton,  England,  for  France  and 
landed  on  French  soil  on  August  12,  1918.  He 
took  part  in  the  Saint  Mlhiel  and  Argonne  of- 
fensives, and  was  gassed  on  October  3,  1918, 
serving  with  the  One  Hundred  and  Sixty-fifth 
Infantry,  Fortieth  Division,  and  the  Eighteenth 
Infantry,  First  Division.  Sailing  for  home,  he 
landed  at  Hoboken,  *New  Jersey,  on  March  18, 

1919,  and  was  discharged  at  Camp  Sherman  on 
May  23,  1919,  and  returned  home,  where  he  is 
now  engaged  in  assisting  his  father  and  brother 
in  conducting  the  homestead. 

Mrs.  Emma  Fitzsimmons  is  one  of  the  prop- 
erty owners  of  Harrison  Township,  her  valu- 
able farm  of  100  acres  being  one  of  the  best  In 
her  locality.  She  was  born  in  Rose  Township, 
Carroll  County,  May  1,  1874,  a daughter  of 
Jacob  Hope  and  Margaret  (Sangler)  Warley, 
and  granddaughter  of  Joseph  Warley,  who  mar- 
ried Dosla  Burwell,  of  Brown  Township,  and 
they  had  ten  children,  six  sons  and  four  daugh- 
ters. The  grandparents  are  both  deceased,  the 
grandmother  dying  In  1886,  in  Brown  Township. 
Jacob  Hope  Warley  was  born  in  Brown  Town- 
ship, was  married  in  Harrison  Township,  but 
first  lived  at  Mineral  City,  Ohio.  Later  he 
bought  forty  acres  in  Rose  Township,  where 
Mrs.  Fitzsimmons  was  born,  she  being  the  third 
In  a family  of  one  son  and  three  daughters. 

Growing  up  in  her  native  township  Mrs.  Fitz- 
simmons attended  the  district  schools  of  her 
neighborhood  until  she  was  fifteen  years  old, 
and  remained  at  home  until  her  marriage, 
which  took  place  September  6,  1898,  when  she 
was  united  with  Patrick  Fitzsimmons,  a son  of 
Luke  and  Ellen  Fitzsimmons,  both  natives  of 
County  Cavln,  Ireland,  where  they  spent  their 
entire  lives.  For  the  first  five  years  after  their 
marriage  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Fitzsimmons  lived  at 
Canton,  where  he  was  night  watchman  for  the 
Canton  Axle  Works,  and  then  they  moved  to 
the  old  homestead  of  Mrs.  Fitzsimmons,  com- 
prising ninety  acres,  but  a year  later  bought 
her  present  farm  of  160  acres,  moving  on  it 
April  5,  1904,  and  since  the  death  of  Mr.  Fitz- 
simmons, November  1,  1915,  she  has  continued 
to  operate  It  very  successfully,  specializing  in 
general  farming  and  short-horn  cattle. 

Mr.  Fitzsimmons  was  born  In  County  Cavan, 
Ireland,  and  was  twenty-one  years  old  when 
he  came  to  the  United  States.  He  spent  sev- 
eral years  In  western  states,  Arkansas  and 
Texas,  and  located  at  Canton,  Ohio,  in  1889. 


There  he  met  his  future  wife,  whom  he  courted 
for  three  years  before  they  were  married.  For 
two  years  of  that  time  he  was  with  the  Canton 
Axle  Works  as  night  watchman.  He  was  inde- 
pendent in  politics.  The  Catholic  Church  held 
his  membership.  A man  of  quiet  tastes,  he  was 
a student  of  literature  and  very  well  informed. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Fitzsimmons  became  the  parents 
of  three  sons,  Robert  Jacob,  Marion  Theodore 
and  Elmer  Patrick,  all  of  whom  are  at  home. 
Mrs.  Fitzsimmons  Is  recognized  as  an  excellent 
farmer  and  a lady  of  unusual  force  of  character. 
Left  a widow,  she  has  reared  her  sons  to  be  a 
credit  to  their  parents  and  neighborhood,  and 
has  every  reason  to  be  proud  of  what  she  has 
accomplished. 

Frederick  J.  Mekryman.  The  rich  soil  of 
Carroll  County  has  already  made  generous  re- 
turns for  efforts  expended  upon  it,  and  now  that 
modern  scientific  methods  are  being  so  widely 
adopted,  there  are  years  more  of  fertility  left 
for  It.  Some  of  the  most  properous  men  of  the 
county  are  those  who  have  devoted  themselves 
to  cultivating  this  land,  and  among  them  one 
who  Is  worthy  of  special  mention  is  Frederick 
J.  Merryman  of  Rose  Township,  owner  of  158 
acres  of  as  valuable  land  as  can  be  found  in 
this  part  of  the  state. 

Frederick  J.  Merryman  was  born  in  Wayne 
Township,  JefTerson  County,  Ohio,  April  24, 
1879,  a son  of  Nicholas  William  and  Effle  Ann 
(Elliott)  Merryman,  and  grandson  of  Jared 
Merryman,  who  located  In  Wayne  Township. 
JefTerson  County,  Ohio,  at  an  early  date,  and 
married  Mary  Jones.  His  life  was  spent  In 
agricultural  pursuits.  Of  their  large  family, 
Nicholas  William  Merryman  was  the  fourth  in 
order  of  birth.  He  spent  his  entire  life  on  the 
home  farm  in  Wayne  Township,  where  he  died 
January  10,  1906,  his  widow  surviving  him  until 
March  4,  1907.  During  the  winter  months, 
when  somewhat  free  from  the  responsibilities 
of  farming,  he  made  apple  and  molasses  bar- 
rels. casks  and  other  cooperage.  He  and  his 
wife  had  two  children,  namely:  Mary  Belle, 

who  married  William  Mehollln  of  Wells  Town- 
ship, JefTerson  County  and  has  four  children; 
and  Frederick  J.,  who  was  the  younger. 

Until  he  was  fifteen  years  old  Frederick  J. 
Merryman  attended  district  school  Number  9, 
Wayne  Township,  during  the  winter  months, 
and  In  the  spring  and  summer  worked  on  the 
home  farm  of  seventy-seven  acres.  Following 
his  completion  of  his  schooling  he  spent  the 
greater  part  of  his  time  on  this  farm  until  he 
was  twenty-five  years  old,  when  he  married, 
and  then  he  took  charge  of  the  farm  and  con- 
ducted it  for  four  years.  In  1908  he  came  to 
his  present  farm  in  Rose  Township,  and  here 
he  Is  carrying  on  general  farming,  and  is  very 
successful.  His  farm  has  thoroughly  modern 
buildings  which  are  equipped  with  electric  light 
and  he  takes  a great  pride  in  having  everything 
in  first-class  order  about  his  place.  Mr.  Merry- 
man Is  very  progressive  and  is  always  learning 
something  new,  and  many  of  his  experiments 
are  so  successful  that  his  operations  are  fol- 
lowed with  profit  by  his  neighbors. 
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In  1904  Mr.  Merryman  was  married  to  Eva 
Blanche  Fritchley,  a daughter  of  George  and 
Lucinda  (Hoobler)  Fritchley  of  Rose  Township, 
and  granddaughter  of  John  Fritchley,  who  came 
to  the  United  States  from  Baden,  Germany,  De- 
cember 9,  1817,  with  his  father,  John  Fritchley, 
and  was  one  of  six  children.  In  1829  he  moved 
to  Brown  Township,  Carroll  County,  where  he 
died  June  15,  1845.  The  grandfather  was  mar- 
ried to  Christina  Wetzel  and  they  had  ten  chil- 
dren, of  whom  George  Fritchley  was  the  eldest. 
George  Fritchley  died  May  15,  1908,  but  his 
mother  is  still  living.  Mrs.  Merryman  attended 
the  district  schools  of  Rose  Township  and  the 
Waynesburg  High  School  for  two  years.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Merryman  have  two  children,  namely : 
Edna  O.,  and  Donald  Fritchley. 

A republican,  Mr.  Merryman  has  taken  an  ac- 
tive part  In  local  affairs,  and  was  elected  a mem- 
ber of  the  school  board  for  three  years,  and 
was  re-elected  for  a second  term,  which  office  he 
is  still  holding.  He  is  an  elder  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  of  Waynesburg. 

Mr.  Merryman  is  proud  of  his  father’s  record 
ns  a soldier  during  the  war  between  the  two 
sections  of  the  country.  He  was  a private  in 
Company  C,  One  Hundred  and  Fifty-Seventh 
Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  enlisting  May  15,  1884. 
After  the  war  he  became  a member  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic,  and  maintained  connec- 
tions with  the  post  at  Smithfleld,  Jefferson 
County,  Ohio.  On  the  maternal  side  Mr.  Merry- 
naan  is  descended  from  Revolutionary  soldiers. 

Walter  M.  Cope,  who  is  a member  of  one  of 
the  old  and  highly  respected  families  of  Har- 
rison County,  operates  a valuable  farm  in  Ar- 
cher Township.  He  was  born  In  Nottingham 
Township,  Harrison  County,  on  September  8, 
1883,  a son  of  Jacob  and  Amanda  R.  (Rose) 
Cope,  and  grandson  of  Samuel  Cope  and  Hugh 
Rose,  both  of  whom  were  for  years  prosperous 
agriculturists  of  Nottingham  Township.  With 
the  exception  of  a few  years  passed  in  Illinois 
Jacob  Cope  spent  his  life  in  Nottingham  Town- 
ship, and  he,  too,  devoted  himself  to  farming. 
His  death  occurred  in  Nottingham  Township  in 
1897,  but  his  widow  survives  him  and  lives  in 
Cadiz  City.  Their  children  were  as  follows: 
Ida  May,  Nancy  Emma,  Jacob  O.,  Thomas 
Blaine,  Lucy  L.,  Walter  Milo  and  Denver  L. 

The  Cope  family  is  of  English  origin,  Oliver 
Cope  having  come  to  the  American  Colonies 
from  Wiltshire,  England,  in  1687  and  located 
permanently  in  Pennsylvania,  where  some  of  his 
descendants  are  still  living.  Others,  however, 
went  to  Virginia,  and  from  the  latter  state  in 
1812  John  Cope,  animated  by  the  same  spirit 
that  prompted  his  ancestor  to  brave  the  un- 
known perils  of  a long  ocean  voyage  and  those 
of  a practically  unexplored  country  to  leave  the 
Old  for  the  New  World,  came  to  Ohio.  After  a 
year  in  Belmont  County  he  settled  in  what  is 
now  Harrison  County,  and  from  then  on  mem- 
bers of  the  Cope  family  have  been  connected 
with  the  constructive  work  of  this  part  of  the 
state. 

Walter  M.  Cope  was  given  the  usual  educa- 
tional advantages  of  the  average  farmer’s  son, 
and  at  the  same  time  he  acquired  a practical 


working  knowledge  of  farming  under  the  experi- 
enced tuition  of  his  watchful  father.  After  his 
marriage  in  1906  he  began  fanning  in  Cadiz 
Township,  and  there  farmed  the  John  Devore 
farm  in  Archer  Township  until  March,  1921, 
when  he  moved  to  the  James  Strausbaugh  farm 
in  Archer  Township.  He  is  engaged  in  a gen- 
eral line  of  farming  and  stockraising,  and  the 
results  of  his  training  show  In  his  successful 
operations. 

On  November  28,  1906  Mr.  Cope  was  united 
in  marriage  with  Anna  Laughlln,  a daughter 
of  Albert  W.  Laughlin.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cope  have 
one  son,  Albert  Lloyd.  Having  been  reared  in 
the  faith  of  the  Christian  Church  Mr.  Cope 
naturally  was  inclined  toward  it,  and  has  found 
it  a medium  for  the  expression  of  his  religious 
views.  For  some  years  he  has  maintained  mem- 
bership in  the  congregation  at  Minksville.  Both 
he  and  his  wife  are  held  in  high  esteem  in  the 
neighborhoods  in  which  their  lives  have  been 
spent,  and  they  are  proud  of  the  records  of  their 
families,  and  are  rearing  their  son  to  have  a 
respect  for  his  ancestors  and  a desire  to  emu- 
late their  example. 

Samuel  G.  Moore  is  a successful  and  repre^ 
sentative  exponent  of  farm  enterprise  in  his  na- 
tive township,  where  he  is  the  owner  of  an  ex- 
cellent farm  of  154  acres,  so  effectively  improved 
and  equipped  as  to  make  it  an  ideal  place  of 
residence  and  the  responsive  stage  of  progres- 
sive activity  in  diversified  agriculture,  stock- 
raising  and  dairy  farming,  in  which  last  men- 
tioned department  Mr.  Moore  utilizes  princi- 
pally Jersey  cows  of  fine  type.  He  is  one  of  the 
substantial  farmers  of  Harrison  County  and  a 
scion  in  the  third  generation  of  a well  known 
pioneer  family  of  this  favored  section  of  the 
old  Buckeye  State. 

Samuel  G.  Moore  was  born  in  German  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County,  on  the  1st  of  May,  1863, 
and  is  a son  of  Thomas  and  Rebecca  (Galbraith) 
Moore,  the  former  of  whom  was  bom  near  Can- 
nonsburg,  Pennsylvania,  and  the  latter  in  Rum- 
ley  Township,  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  a daugh- 
ter of  the  late  Samuel  Galbraith.  Thomas 
Moore,  Sr.,  grandfather  of  the  subject  of  this 
sketch,  came  to  Harrison  County  from  Penn- 
sylvania in  an  early  day  and  established  his 
home  in  the  village  of  Germano,  where  for  many 
years  he  followed  his  trade,  that  of  tailor.  The 
maternal  grandfather,  Samuel  Galbraith,  be- 
came a prosperous  pioneer  farmer  in  Rumley 
Township.  Thomas  Moore,  Jr.,  father  of  him 
whose  name  initiates  this  article,  learned  the 
tailor’s  trade  under  the  direction  of  his  father, 
and  to  this  trade  he  gave  his  attention  during 
virtually  his  entire  active  career,  he  having 
been  a resident  of  fhe  village  of  Germano  about 
seventy  years  and  having  been  one  of  the  ven- 
erable and  honored  citizens  of  the  county  at  the 
time  of  his  death,  in  December,  1914,  his  de- 
voted wife  having  passed  away  in  the  preceding 
month,  so  that  In  death  they  were  not  long 
separated,  both  having  been  earnest  members  of 
the  United  Presbyterian  Church  at  Germano. 
Of  their  two  children  Samuel  G.,  of  this  review, 
is  the  elder,  and  William  T.  is  a resident  of 
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Germano.  The  maiden  name  of  his  wife  was 
Ada  Fleming. 

Samuel  G.  Moore  profited  fully  by  the  advan- 
tages offered  by  the  village  schools  of  Germano, 
and  as  a young  man  he  engaged  in  teaming, 
besides  which  he  followed  the  butcher’s  trade 
for  some  time.  Since  his  marriage,  in  18S9.  he 
has  resided  on  his  present  farm,  in  the  manage- 
ment of  which  his  thrift  and  enterprise  have 
enabled  him  to  gain  success  and  that  secure 
Independence  which  no  other  vocation  offers  so 
distinctively.  He  has  been  influential  in  com- 
munity affairs,  is  a democrat  In  politics,  and 
his  secure  place  in  popular  confidence  and  es- 
teem is  Indicated  in  his  having  served  eleven 
years  as  trustee  of  German  Township.  He  and 
bis  wife  are  earnest  members  of  the  Reformed 
Church  at  Germano,  in  which  he  is  serving  as 
a deacon. 

In  1889  Mr.  Moore  was  united  in  marriage  to 
Miss  Laura  Peoples,  who  likewise  is  a native 
of  German  Township  and  who  is  a daughter  of 
James  and  Ellen  (Hahn)  Peoples,  the  former’s 
father,  John  Peoples,  having  been  one  of  the 
early  settlers  In  German  Township.  James  Peo- 
ples* liecame  one  of  the  representative  farmers 
of  German  Township,  and  his  old  homestead  is 
the  place  now  owned  and  occupied  by  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Moore,  Mrs,  Moore  having  been  an  only 
child  and  the  parents  having  remained  on  this 
farm  until  their  deaths.  Both  were  devout 
members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  but  after 
the  death  of  her  husband  she  joined  the  Re- 
formed Church  at  Germano.  They  commanded 
the  high  regard  of  all  who  knew  them.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Moore  have  two  children:  Thomas 

Earl  was  graduated  in  Scio  College,  Harrison 
County,  and  also  in  the  University  of  Iowa.  He 
is  a chemist  by  profession  and  now  resides  In 
the  city  of  Toledo,  Ohio.  He  married  Miss  Ber- 
tha Shaub,  and  they  have  two  children.  Irma 
L.  was  graduated  from  the  Jewett  High  School 
as  a member  of  the  class  of  1920.  and  remains 
at  the  parental  home. 

Ralph  E.  Galbraith  is  one  of  the  representa- 
tive farmers  of  the  younger  generation  in  Ar- 
cher Township,  where  he  is  associated  with  his 
father  in  the  operation  of  the  fine  old  home- 
stead farm  on  which  he  was  born  and  reared, 
the  date  of  his  nativity  having  been  July  30, 
1883.  He  is  a son  of  James  A.  Galbraith,  who 
was  horn  In  Green  Township,  this  county,  on 
the  18th  of  January,  1844.  a son  of  John  D.  and 
Margaret  (Allison)  Galbraith.  John  D.  Gal- 
braith likewise  was  born  in  Green  Township, 
where  be  was  reared  under  the  conditions  that 
marked  the  early  pioneer  period  in  the  history 
of  Harrison  County.  Hi9  father,  James  Gal- 
braith, was  born  in  Ireland  and  was  one  of  the 
early  settlers  at  Cadiz,  Hartfson  County,  where 
he  followed  the  carpenter's  trade  a few  years. 
James  Galbraith  then  removed  to  an  embryonic 
farm  in  Green  Township,  and  this  he  reclaimed 
to  cultivation,  the  railway  station  known  as 
Cadiz  Junction  hetng  situated  on  his  old  home- 
stead. He  was  one  of  the  substantial  and  hon- 
ored pioneers  of  the  county  and  passed  the 
closing  years  of  his  life  in  the  Tillage  of  Hope- 
dale.  His  children  were  seven  in  number— 


Elizabeth,  John  D.,  Deborah,  Sarah,  Jane,  Ta- 
bitha  and  Mary — and  the  family  name  of  his 
wife  was  Delaney. 

As  a young  man  John  D.  Galbraith  engaged 
In  independent  farm  enterprise  in  Green  Town- 
ship, but  in  1858  removed  to  Jefferson  County. 
In  the  autumn  of  1861  he  removed  thence  to 
Washington  County,  Ohio,  where  he  became  a 
successful  farmer  and  where  he  remained  dur- 
ing the  rest  of  his  active  career.  He  passed  the 
closing  period  of  his  life  In  Jefferson  County, 
where  he  died  in  June,  1901,  at  a venerable  age. 
His  first  wife  died  in  1857,  and  later  he  wedded 
Elizabeth  Aiken.  The  four  children  of  the  first 
marriage  were  James  A.,  John  A.,  Isabel  (Mrs. 
William  Long)  and  Lavinla.  David  was  the 
one  child  of  the  second  marriage.  John  D.  Gal- 
braith and  both  his  first  and  second  wives  were 
members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

James  A.  Galbraith  acquired  his  early  educa- 
tion in  the  schools  of  Harrison,  Jefferson  and 
Washington  counties,  and  as  a young  man  be- 
gan working  by  the  month  as  a farm  hand.  Fi- 
nally he  became  associated  with  his  brother. 
John  A.,  In  the  purchase  of  a farm  of  eighty 
acres  in  Athens  County,  but  about  two  years 
later  he  returned  to  Harrison  County,  where 
he  has  since  maintained  his  residence.  On  the 
4th  of  November,  1875,  was  solemnized  his 
marriage  to  Miss  Amanda  McKee,  daughter  of 
James  and  Sarah  (Lewis)  McKee,  and  in  the 
spring  of  1880  they  established  their  residence 
on  their  present  fine  homestead  farm  of  143 
acres  in  Archer  Township.  Their  only  child  Is 
Ralph  E.,  whose  name  initiates  this  review.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Galbraith  and  their  son  hold  member- 
ship in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  at  Ca- 
diz, where  the  latter’s  wife  is  a member  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  in  the  faith  of  which  she 
was  reared.  Both  father  and  son  are  to  be 
designated  as  stalwart  supporters  of  the  prin- 
ciples and  policies  of  the  republican  party.  Mrs. 
Amanda  (McKee)  Galbraith  was  born  in  Green 
Township,  Harrison  County,  on  the  14th  of  Oc- 
tober, 1847,  the  eighth  In  order  of  birth  of  the 
twelve  children  born  to  James  and  Sarah 
(Lewis)  McKee.  James  McKee  was  born  in 
Archer  Township,  this  county,  on  the  11th  of 
February,  1811,  a son  of  Robert  and  Rachel 
(Wills)  McKee,  who  came  from  Pennsylvania 
and  became  early  settlers  In  Harrison  County, 
where  they  passed  the  remainder  of  their  lives. 
Their  religious  faith  was  that  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church.  James  McKee  became  one  of 
the  successful  farmers  of  Green  Township, 
where  his  death  occurred  on  the  8th  of  May. 
1886,  bis  widow  surviving  him  by  a number  of 
years.  Mrs.  McKee  was  a daughter  of  Joseph 
and  Rachel  (Canby)  Lewis,  who  came  from 
Pennsylvania  to  Harrison  County.  Ohio,  in  1829, 
and  who  here  passed  the  residue  of  their  lives. 

Ralph  E.  Galbraith  has  remained  with  his 
parents  on  the  old  homestead  farm  from  the 
time  of  his  birth  to  the  present,  and  here  he  has 
found  ample  opportunity  for  the  exerting  of  his 
energies  and  the  employing  of  his  ability  in 
connection  with  farm  industry,  he  and  his  ft- 
ther  having  maintained  a partnership  alliance 
in  the  operation  of  the  farm  since  1907,  and  the 
combination  of  long  experience  on  the  part  of 
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the  father,  a man  of  mature  judgment,  and  the 
youthful  vigor  and  progressiveness  of  the  son 
having  proved  specially  effective  in  the  co-ordi- 
nating and  successful  directing  of  the  various 
departments  of  farm  enterprise. 

On  the  19th  of  June,  1907,  was  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  Ralph  E.  Galbraith  to  Miss 
Mary  V.  Adams,  who  likewise  was  born,  reared 
and  educated  in  Harrison  County  and  who  is  a 
daughter  of  Clark  and  Dora  (Copeland)  Adams. 
Adequate  record  concerning  the  Adams  family 
appears  on  other  pages  of  this  work,  in  the 
sketch  of  the  career  of  Roy  H.  Adams.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Galbraith  have  no  children. 

Ceral  Arnold  Orin.  It  has  been  proved  that 
practical  industry,  wisely  and  vigorously  ap- 
plied, seldom  fails  of  success.  It  carries  the  in- 
dividual onward  and  upward,  brings  out  his  in- 
dividual character  and  acts  as  a powerful  stimu- 
lus to  others.  The  most  effective  results  of  life 
are  obtained  through  simple  means  and  the  ex- 
ercise of  common  sense,  perseverance  and  well- 
directed  effort.  In  the  field  of  daily  activity  one 
of  the  men  of  Carroll  County  who  has  won  an 
enviable  success  is  Ceral  Arnold  Orin.  proprietor 
of  a general  store  at  New  Harrisburg.  He  was 
born  at  New  Harrisburg  in  1892,  a son  of  Cas- 
sius and  Melissa  (Holmes)  Orin. 

Until  he  was  eighteen  years  old  he  attended 
the  local  schools  and  then  took  the  summer 
term  in  the  teachers’  course  at  Scio  College. 
Following  this  he  became  connected  with  the 
K-W  Ignitor  Company  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  to 
learn  the  electrical  business,  and  when  he  left 
after  four  years  he  was  coil  tester.  Returning 
to  the  homestead,  he  conducted  the  general 
store  his  father  had  owned  for  seventeen  years, 
and  which  at  the  death  of  the  father  in  1905 
was  taken  over  by  Mr.  Orin’s  sister,  Mary  Viola. 
She  was  the  wife  of  James  Long,  but  died  in 
1917,  when  Mr.  Orin  became  the  proprietor,  and 
he  has  conducted  it  ever  since  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  time  he  spent  in  the  army. 

Under  the  selective  draft  Mr.  Orin  was  called 
into  the  service  of  the  United  States  Army  June 
26,  1918,  at  Carrollton,  Ohio,  and  sent  to  Camp 
Sherman,  where  he  was  placed  in  the  Twenty- 
Second  Regiment  of  the  Sixth  Training  Bat- 
talion, One  Hundred  and  Fifty-eighth  Depot 
Brigade,  July  26,  1918.  On  August  1 of  that 
year  he  was  placed  in  Company  C,  Three  Hun- 
dred and  Ninth  Ammunition  Train,  and  sent 
to  Cleveland,  Ohio,  and  thence  by  army  trucks 
to  New  York  City,  sailing  from  that  port  by 
the  northern  route  to  Port  Sidney,  Halifax, 
Nova  Scotia.  After  two  days  there  the  com- 
mand was  sent  to  Liverpool,  England,  and  spent 
a week  at  Knotty  Ash  Camp,  from  whence  it 
was  transferred  to  Havre,  France.  Following 
a week  there  Mr.  Orin’s  unit  was  stationed  at 
different  French  towns,  finally  going  to  Bour- 
deaux,  where  the  men  were  engaged  In  the  dan- 
gerous work  of  hauling  ammunition,  Mr.  Orin 
being  a wagoner,  and  was  so  serving  at  the  time 
of  the  signing  of  the  armistice.  In  February, 
1919,  he  sailed  from  Bordeaux,  France,  for  New 
York  City,  landing  at  Hoboken,  and  from  there 
was  sent  on  to  Camp  Sherman  and  honorably 
discharged  February  14,  1919.  Returning  home 
he  resumed  operating  his  store. 


In  August,  1919,  Mr.  Orin  was  united  in  mar- 
riage with  Helen  Snook,  a daughter  of  Benja- 
min and  Cora  (Haynam)  Snook,  of  Columbiana 
County,  Ohio,  prominent  people  of  that  region. 
In  politics  Mr.  Orin  is  a republican.  His  re- 
ligious convictions  find  expression  in  the  creed 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  He  belongs  to  the 
American  Legion  at  Carrollton.  The  fore- 
thought, sound  judgment  and  enterprise  which 
form  the  elemental  strength  of  Mr.  Orin’s  char- 
acter have  brought  him  to  a well-earned  pros- 
perity, although  he  is  yet  numbered  among  the 
young  business  men  of  his  neighborhood. 

Wesley  McCombs  is  one  of  the  venerable  na- 
tive sons  of  Harrison  County  and  has  been  long 
and  successfully  identified  with  farm  industry. 
He  still  has  the  general  supervision  of  his  ex- 
cellent farm  in  Stock  Township,  and  is  a ster- 
ling citizen  who  is  well  entitled  to  representa- 
tion in  this  history.  He  was  born  In  Archer 
Township,  Harrison  County,  on  the  22d  of  Oc- 
tober, 1844,  and  is  a son  of  the  late  Joseph  and 
Jane  (Tipton)  McCombs.  That  the  family  was 
founded  in  the  county  in  the  early  pioneer  era 
needs  no  further  voucher  than  the  statement 
that  his  father  likewise  was  born  and  reared 
in  Archer  Township,  where  he  became  a suc- 
cessful farmer,  as  had  been  his  father,  who  here 
reclaimed  a farm  from  the  forest  wilds.  Joseph 
McCombs  and  his  wife  were  venerable  and  hon- 
ored pioneer  citizens  of  the  county  at  the  time 
of  their  deaths,  both  having  been  zealous  mem- 
bers of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

Wesley  McCombs  gained  his  early  education 
in  what  was  known  as  the  McOoy  school  house 
in  Archer  Township,  and  later  continued  his 
studies  in  one  of  the  district  schools  of  Stock 
Township.  In  the  latter  township  he  initiated 
his  Independent  farm  enterprise  when  he  was 
a young  man,  and  the  basic  industries  of  agri- 
culture and  stock-growing  have  enlisted  his  ef- 
fective co-operation  during  the  long  Intervening 
years.  He  is"  the  owner  of  a valuable  landed 
estate  of  221  acres,  and  for  more  than  a quarter 
of  a century  has  resided  on  his  present  home- 
stead farm  in  North  Township.  He  has  been 
influential  in  local  affairs,  served  eight  years 
as  trustee  of  Stock  Township  and  three  years  as 
assessor  of  that  township.  Both  he  and  his 
wife  are  representative  members  of  the  Meth- 
odist Episcopal  Church  at  Hanover,  In  which  he 
served. many  years  as  a trustee. 

On  the  7th  of  July,  1870,  was  solemnized  the 
marriage  of  Mr.  McCombs  to  Miss  Emma  Jane 
Campbell,  daughter  of  the  late  Sylvester  Camp- 
bell, and  of  this  union  the  four  surviving  chil- 
dren are  here  mentioned : Harry  married  Miss 
Ida  Huterly  and  they  reside  at  Carnegie,  Penn- 
sylvania ; Laura  is  the  wife  of  William  Homer 
Henderson,  subject  of  a personal  sketch  fol- 
lowing this;  Beatty  has  the  active  charge 
of  the  old  home  farm;  and  Earl  married  Miss 
Mary  Snyder,  their  one  child  being  a son, 
Allen. 

William  H.  Henderson  has  resided  continu- 
ously. save  for  a period  of  twelve  years  during 
which  he  was  engaged  in  the  photographic  busi- 
ness at  Scio,  on  the  old  homestead  farm  which 
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was  the  place  of  his  birth.  This  place,  com- 
prising 130  acres,  is  one  of  the  valuable  farms 
of  North  Township,  Harrison  County,  and  its 
owner  was  here  born  on  the  7th  of  November, 
1850,  a representative  of  one  of  the  sterling 
pioneer  families  of  this  township.  John  Hen- 
derson, grandfather  of  William  Homer  Hender- 
son of  this  review,  was  born  in  Ireland  and  was 
sixteen  years  old  at  the  time  of  the  family  im- 
migration to  America.  He  was  reared  to  man- 
hood in  Maryland,  after  having  run  away  from 
his  parents  and  the  other  members  of  the  family, 
who  did  not  gain  trace  of  him  till  many  years 
later.  This  Independent  youth  finally  went  to 
Hagerstown,  Maryland,  where  he  formed  the  ac- 
quaintance of  a daughter  of  George  Henderson, 
who  was  of  Scotch  lineage.  This  young  woman 
became  his  wife,  she  having  been  a girl  at  the 
time  of  her  parents*  death  and  having  received 
from  them  a goodly  heritage  of  property.  From 
Maryland  the  young  couple  removed  to  Indiana 
County,  Pennsylvania,  where  they  remained  un- 
til 1816,  when  they  came  to  Harrison  County, 
Ohio,  and  became  pioneer  settlers  in  Rumley 
Township,  where  Mr.  Henderson  secured  a large 
tract  of  land  and  reclaimed  a productive  farm 
from  the  forest  wilds.  On  this  frontier  home- 
stead he  continued  to  reside  until  his  death,  in 
February,  1862,  and  his  widow  passed  away 
May  13,  1877.  They  became  the  parents  of  four 
sons  and  seven  daughters,  and  all  but  one  of  the 
number  attained  to  years  of  maturity,  the  while 
nearly  all  continued  their  residence  in  Harrison 
County  after  establishing  homes  of  their  own 
James  Henderson,  son  of  John,  was  bom  in 
Indiana  County,  Pennsylvania,  September  10, 
1813,  and  was  about  four  years  old  at  the  time 
of  the  family  removal  to  Harrison  County,  Ohio, 
where  he  was  reared  on  the  pioneer  farm  and 
afforded  the  advantages  of  the  primitive  schools 
of  the  period.  As  a young  man  he  learned  the 
carpenter’s  trade,  at  which  he  became  a spe- 
cially skillful  workman.  Though  he  developed 
one  of  the  excellent  farms  of  North  Township, 
he  continued  for  many  years  to  give  more  or 
less  attention  to  the  work  of  his  trade.  He  and 
his  wife  were  earnest  members  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church.  Of  him  the  following  apprecia- 
tive estimate  has  been  written:  “Kind  of  heart 
and  genial  In  disposition,  he  was  an  agreeable 
companion  and  excellent  neighbor.  He  was 
noted  for  his  great  hospitality  in  his  home,  and 
his  kindness  to  the  poor  and  his  sympathy  for 
those  in  affliction  or  distress  knew  no  limit.  He 
was  always  ready  to  help  in  time  of  need.” 

In  October,  1838,  was  solemnized  the  mar- 
riage of  James  Henderson  to  Miss  Susannah 
McClintock,  of  Monroe  Township,  she  having 
been  a daughter  of  Thomas  and  Elizabeth 
(Fisher)  McClintock,  whose  marriage  was  sol- 
emnized in  Harrison  County.  Mr.  McClintock 
was  a child  at  the  time  of  his  parents’  immigra- 
tion from  Ireland  to  the  United  States.  He 
developed  one  of  the  excellent  pioneer  farms 
of  Monroe  Township,  and  there  he  and  his  wife 
remained  until  their  deaths,  their  children  hav- 
ing been  ten  in  number.  Mr.  McClintock  was  a 
member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  and  his 
wife  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  in  the 


faith  of  which  she  was  reared.  Her  parents 
were  early  settlers  of  Harrison  County.  James 
Henderson  remained  on  his  farm  until  his  death, 
on  the  1st  of  November,  1880,  and  his  widow 
survived  until  the  year  1893.  Concerning  their 
children  the  following  brief  record  Is  consist- 
ently entered : John  C.  was  one  of  the  repre- 

sentative farmers  of  North  Township  at  the 
time  of  his  death  in  December,  1018,  his  birth 
having  occurred  July  21,  1830;  Thomas  M.  died 
in  the  year  1873;  Alexander  served  as  a mem- 
ber of  an  Ohio  regiment  under  enlistment  for  a 
term  of  one  hundred  days  in  the  Civil  war. 
Elizabeth  Jane,  who  became  the  wife  of  John 
Lyle,  died  in  1918;  George  died  in  the  year 
1903;  Lovina  became  the  wife  of  John  R.  Mc- 
Cauley and  is  now  deceased;  Barbara  is  the 
wife  of  Dr.  Judson  T.  Beall ; Henry  W.  died  in 
the  year  1867;  and  William  Homer,  subject  of 
this  review,  is  the  youngest  of  the  number. 

William  Homer  Henderson  gained  his  early 
education  in  the  public  schools  of  Hanover, 
which  village  Is  situated  near  the  old  home  farm 
on  which  he  was  born  and  reared  and  on  which 
he  now  resides.  Here  he  has  been  continously 
identified  with  agricultural  and  live-stock  indus- 
try from  his  early  youth  save  for  a period  of 
twelve  years  devoted  to  the  photographic  busi- 
ness in  the  village  of  Scio,  this  county.  He 
keeps  the  farm  of  130  acres  up  to  high  stand- 
ard and  is  one  of  the  highly  esteemed  citizens 
of  his  native  county.  He  is  a democrat  in  poli- 
tics and  served  two  years  as  trustee  of  North 
Township.  For  fully  a quarter  of  a century 
he  has  served  as  an  elder  of  the  Ridge  Presby- 
terian Church,  in  which  he  and  his  wife  are 
zealous  and  influential  members. 

November  12,  1915,  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Henderson  to  Miss  Laura  McCombs,  daugh- 
ter of  Wesley  McCombs,  of  whom  specific  men- 
tion Is  made  on  other  pages  of  this  volume.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Henderson  have  one  child,  Emma 
Almeda. 

Chari.es  A.  Scott  owns  and  give  his  active 
supervision  to  one  of  the  fine  farm  estates  of 
Harrison  County,  the  same  comprising  220  acres 
and  being  eligibly  situated  adjacent  to  the  vil- 
lage of  Germano,  German  Township,  Harrison 
County.  In  that  village  Mr.  Scott  has  an  at- 
tractive home,  and  his  is  secure  vantage-ground 
as  one  of  the  representative  agriculturists  and 
stock-growers  of  the  younger  generation  in  his 
native  county.  He  is  a brother  of  Bingham  C. 
Scott,  in  whose  personal  sketch,  on  other  pages 
of  this  work,  may  be  found  adequate  record  of 
the  honored  family  of  which  they  are  popular 
representatives. 

Charles  A.  Scott  was  bora  at  Cadiz,  judicial 
center  of  Harrison  County,  on  the  28th  of 
March,  1881,  and  is  a son  of  Allen  Will  and 
Bertha  Jane  (Croskey)  Scott.  He  gained  his 
early  education  in  the  excellent  public  schools 
of  hi9  native  town  and  those  of  Germano,  to 
which  village  his  parents  removed  in  1895.  He 
remained  at  the  parental  home  until  his  mar- 
riage. in  the  autumn  of  1903,  and  within  one 
year  thereafter  he  purchased  a farm  of  170-19/50 
acres,  known  as  the  old  John  Gault  farm  in 
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German  Township.  He  remained  on  this  place 
until  1916,  when  he  sold  the  property  to  the 
Apex  Coal  Company  and  purchased  his  present 
fine  farm  adjoining  the  village  of  Germano. 
Here  he  follows  the  most  progressive  policies 
in  modem  agriculture  of  diversified  order,  and 
in  the  live-stock  department  of  his  farm  enter- 
prise he  gives  special  attention  to  the  breed- 
ing and  raising  of  registered  Aberdeen- Angus 
cattle.  He  is  a republican  in  political  allegiance 
is  affiliated  with  the  lodge  of  Free  and  Accepted 
Masons  at  Unionport,  and  he  and  his  wife  hold 
membership  in  the  United  Presbyterian  Church 
at  New  Jefferson. 

On'  the  28th  of  October,  1903,  was  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  Mr.  Scott  to  Miss  Margaret 
Johnson,  daughter  of  John  B.  and  Nettle  John- 
son, of  German  Township,  and  they  have  a fine 
family  of  five  children— John  Will,  Martha  Jane, 
Bertha  Margaret,  Charles  Allen,  Jr.,  and  Harry 
Dean.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Scott  are  popular  figures 
in  the  representative  social  activities  of  their 
home  community. 

Edwabd  H.  Busby.  The  necessarily  circum- 
scribed limitations  of  this  publication  render  it 
inexpedient  to  give  dual  entry  of  family  records, 
and  In  the  present  connection  this  is  avoided  by 
directing  attention  to  the  ample  family  data 
appearing  on  other  pages,  in  the  sketch  of  John 
Busby,  brother  of  him  whose  name  initiates  this 
paragraph. 

Edward  H.  Busby  holds  prestige  as  one  of  the 
representative  exponents  of  agricultural  and 
live-stock  industry  in  German  Township,  Har- 
rison County,  and  his  secure  hold  upon  com- 
munal confidence  and  esteem  is  indicated  by  the 
fact  that  he  is  now  serving  as  township  trustee, 
the  duties  of  which  office  he  assumed  in  1919. 
He  was  bora  In  Archer  Township,  this  county, 
July  10,  1858,  and  is  a son  of  Martin  V.  and 
Belinda  (Healey)  Busby.  The  district  schools 
of  his  native  township  afforded  him  his  early 
education,  and  he  continued  to  be  associated 
with  the  activities  of  the  old  home  farm  until 
his  marriage,  in  1878,  as  well  as  for  a year 
thereafter.  For  the  next  six  years  he  gave  his 
attention  primarily  to  the  operation  of  a saw 
mill  and  a threshing  machine,  and  the  ensuing 
three  years  found  him  In  sturdy  service  as  a 
locomotive  fireman  on  the  Panhandle  Railroad. 
Since  his  retirement  from  railroad  work  he  has 
followed  farm  enterprise  successfully  and  vigor- 
ously— In  Archer,  Green  and  German  townships. 
His  residence  in  German  Township  has  covered 
a period  of  twenty  years,  and  here  he  is  now 
farming  on  rented  land,  as  the  year  1918  was 
marked  by  his  selling  his  excellent  farm  of  117 
acres,  to  the  coal  company  which  is  conducting 
mining  operations  in  German  Township.  In 
his  operations  as  an  agriculturist  and  stock- 
grower  Mr.  Busby  is  utilizing,  in  1920,  a tract  of 
about  162  acres,  and  he  has  prestige  as  one  of 
the  substantial  representatives  of  these  basic  in- 
dustries In  his  native  county.  He  is  a demo- 
crat In  politics  and,  as  already  noted,  Is  serving 
as  trustee  of  German  Township.  He  is  also 
trustee  and  steward  of  the  Bethel  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  of  which  he  and  his  wife  are 
zealous  and  honored  members. 


In  1878  was  solemnized  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Busby  to  Miss  Letltia  Dudgeon,  daughter  of 
William  and  Anna  Jane  (Weir)  Dudgeon,  of 
Harrison  County.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Busby  have 
four  children:  Laura  Bell  is  the  wife  of  Wil- 
liam Dennison;  Blanche  Anna  is  the  wife  of 
Burton  P.  Myers  of  this  county,  and  they  have 
three  children — Venus,  Jay  Clark  and  Edward; 
Mary  Is  the  wife  of  Alonzo  Tipton,  and  they 
have  four  children — Beatrice,  Fred,  Gayl  and 
Hazel;  Frank,  a prosperous  farmer  in  German 
Township,  married  Miss  Bessie  Moffett  and 
they  have  three  children — Duane,  Donald  and 
Glenn  Franklin. 

Elmer  E.  Henry  is  staging  his  vigorous  and 
successful  enterprise  on  a well  improved  farm 
of  ninety-six  acres  In  Archer  Township,  Har- 
rison County,  and  has  made  for  himself  a se- 
cure place  as  one  of  the  progressive  agricultur- 
ists and  stock-growers  of  his  native  county.  He 
was  bora  In  Athens  Township,  this  county, 
where  he  was  reared  to  adult  age  and  received 
the  advantages  of  the  district  schoola  As  a 
young  man  he  left  the  parental  homestead  farm 
and  found  employment  as  a farm  hand  in  his 
native  township.  Later  he  was  similarly  en- 
gaged In  Archer  Township,  and  in  the  late  ’90s 
he  purchased  sixty-six  acres  of  his  present  farm 
and  instituted  his  Independent  operations  as  an 
agriculturist  and  stock-raiser.  His  ability  and 
energy  brought  success  to  him  and  he  eventually 
purchased  an  adjoining  tract  of  thirty  acres, 
so  that  his  admirable  farm  now  comprises 
ninety-six  acres,  as  previously  noted  In  this 
paragraph.  He  is  alive  to  all  that  touches  the 
welfare  of  the  community  a%nd  is  liberal  and 
progressive  in  his  civic  attitude.  His  political 
support  is  given  to  the  republican  party  and  he 
is  a member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  at 
Cadiz. 

Elmer  E.  Henry  was  born  in  Athens  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County,  on  the  5th  of  January, 
1862,  and  is  a son  of  Nicholas  S.  and  Mary 
(Thompson)  Henry,  the  latter  being  a daughter 
of  Thomas  Thompson,  a sterling  pioneer  citizen 
of  Harrison  County.  As  a young  man  Nicholas 
S.  Henry  followed  the  carpenter’s  trade.  In 
which  he  was  a skilled  workman,  and  later  he 
turned  his  attention  to  farm  enterprise  In 
Athens  Township,  where  abundant  success  at- 
tended his  well  ordered  activities.  He  and  his 
wife  became  the  parents  of  ten  children,  namely : 
Martha,  William  T.,  Ebenezer  S.,  Thomas  H., 
Elmer  E.,  Maggie,  Caroline,  Rachel,  Mary  Ann 
and  Margaret. 

The  year  1897  recorded  the  marriage  of  El- 
mer E.  Henry  to  Miss  Flora  Smylie,  who  was 
born  and  reared  in  Archer  Township  and  who 
was  a representative  of  one  of  the  old  and  in- 
fluential pioneer  families  of  Harrison  County. 
She  was  a daughter  of  John  and  Julia  A.  (Cox) 
Smylie,  both  of  whom  likewise  were  bora  In 
Harrison  County,  where  the  respective  families 
were  founded  in  the  early  pioneer  days.  John 
Smylie  was  born  in  Archer  Township  November 
9,  1826,  a son  of  William  and  Rachel  (Borland) 
Smylie.  William  Smylie  was  born  In  Wash- 
ington County,  Pennsylvania,  In  1794,  and  was 
a son  of  David  and  Sarah  Jane  (Coon)  Smylie, 
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who  were  born  and  reared  in  Ireland,  where 
their  marriage  was  solemnized  and  whence  they 
came  to  America  and  settled  in  Pennsylvania  in 
the  latter  part  of  the  seventeenth  century.  Da- 
vid S'ymlie  followed  his  trade,  that  of  tailor, 
during  the  period  of  his  residence  In  Washing- 
ton County,  Pennsylvania,  whence  he  removed 
to  Westmoreland  County,  that  state,  where  the 
family  home  was  maintained  until  1815,  when 
he  came  to  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  and  became 
a pioneer  citizen  of  Cadiz,  the  present  county 
seat.  Here  he  died  on  the  13th  of  September, 
1S43,  and  his  wife  survived  him  by  only  a few 
days.  William  Smylie  learned  the  trade  of 
blacksmith,  which  he  continued  to  follow  more 
than  thirty  years.  He  remained  in  Pennsyl- 
vania until  1825,  when  he  came  to  Harrison 
County,  Ohio,  and  purchased  a small  farm  in 
Archer  Township.  He  later  purchased  another 
farm  of  180  acres  in  the  same  township,  and 
there  he  remained  until  1855,  when  he  numbered 
himself  among  the  pioneer  settlers  of  Washing- 
ton County,  Iowa,  where  he  acquired  an  entire 
section  of  land  and  where  his  death  occurred 
in  1858,  his  widow  there  passing  away  In  March, 
1875.  They  became  the  parents  of  a fine  family 
of  fourteen  children. 

John  Smylie  became  one  of  the  most  success- 
ful exponents  of  farm  industry  in  Harrison 
County,  and  he  was  one  of  the  venerable  and 
honored  citizens  of  Archer  Township  at  the  time 
of  his  death.  He  was  a democrat,  was  called 
upon  to  serve  in  local  offices  of  public  trust,  in- 
cluding that  of  township  trustee,  and  both  he 
and  his  wife  were  zealous  members  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church.  Of  their  eight  children  Flora, 
wife  of  the  subject  of  this  review,  was  the  sev- 
enth in  order  of  birth.  Mrs.  Smylie  was  a 
daughter  of  George  and  Sarah  (Titus)  Cox, 
who  were  early  settlers  in  Harrison  County  and 
who  here  remained  until  their  deaths,  Mr.  Cox 
having  been  one  of  the  early  superintendents  of  % 
the  county  infirmary  and  farm  and  having  be- 
come the  owner  of  a large  and  valuable  farm 
property  in  Archer  Township.  George  Cox  was 
born  in  New  Jersey  in  1784,  and  his  father, 
Richard  Cox,  was  a native  of  Holland,  he  hav- 
ing first  settled  in  New  Jersey  and  having  later 
become  a very  early  settler  in  Jefferson  County, 
Ohio,  where  he  acquired  land  and  developed  a 
farm.  On  a part  of  his  old  homestead  is  situ- 
ated the  city  of  Steubenville,  the  judicial  cen- 
ter of  that  county. 

Mrs.  Elmer  E.  Henry  died  in  January,  1921, 
leaving  one  son,  Donald  S.,  who  was  born  on 
the  17th  of  August,  1902,  and  who  Is  a student 
in  the  Cadiz  High  School,  class  of  1922. 

Andrew  J.  Davis  was  one  of  the  venerable 
and  highly  honored  native  sons  of  Carroll 
County  at  the  time  of  his  death,  June  19,  1919, 
and  he  passed  virtually  his  entire  life  on  the  old 
homestead  farm  which  was  the  place  of  his 
birth  in  Monroe  Township.  He  was  a represen- 
tative of  one  of  the  sterling  pioneer  families  of 
the  county,  his  paternal  grandfather,  David, 
having  been  born  and  reared  in  Wales  and  hav- 
ing first  established  his  residence  in  Pennsyl- 
vania upon  coming  to  the  United  States.  From 
the  old  Keystone  State  he  came  in  an  early  day 


to  Ohio,  and  was  one  of  the  substantial  farmers 
and  highly  esteemed  pioneer  citizens  of  Car- 
roll  County  at  the  time  of  his  death.  Of  his 
two  children  the  elder  was  David  and  the 
younger  was  George,  father  of  the  subject  of 
this  memoir.  George  Davis  was  born  and  reared 
In  Monroe  Township,  Carroll  County,  and  here 
continued  his  active  association  with  farm  in- 
dustry until  the  close  of  his  life.  The  maiden 
name  of  his  wife  was  Mary  Ellen  Kale,  and 
both  were  in  advanced  years  at  the  time  of  their 
deaths.  George  Davis  was  one  of  the  success- 
ful farmers  of  Monroe  Township,  and  of  his 
old  homestead  the  farm  later  owned  by  his  son 
Andrew  J.,  of  this  memoir,  was  a part. 

Andrew  Jackson  Davis  was  born  January  12, 
1841,  and  thus  he  was  seventy-eight  years  of 
age  when  he  passed  from  the  stage  of  life’s  mor- 
tal endeavors.  He  was  the  younger  of  the  two 
sons  of  his  parents,  was  reared  to  the  sturdy 
and  Invigorating  discipline  of  the  farm  and 
gained  his  early  education  in  the  common 
schools  of  the  locality  and  period.  His  studies 
were  pursued  in  what  was  known  as  the  Bu- 
chanan School,  district  No.  1,  Monroe  Township, 
and  here  his  attendance  was  principally  during 
the  winter  terms,  when  his  services  were  not 
In  requisition  in  connection  with  the  work  of 
the  home  farm.  He  was  a man  of  distinctive 
energy  and  ambition,  of  well  poised  mind  and  of 
sterling  integrity  in  all  of  the  relations  of  life. 
He  achieved  worthy  success  through  his  effec- 
tive alliance  with  farm  industry,  and  since  his 
death  his  widow  continues  to  reside  on  the  fine 
old  homestead  farm  of  162  acres  on  rural  mail 
route  No.  3 from  the  city  of  Carrollton. 

The  year  1863  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Davis  to  Miss  Mary  C.  Dong,  who  was  born  in 
Union  Township,  this  county,  March  11,  1839, 
a daughter  of  Alexander  and  Nancy  (Scott) 
Long,  of  whose  twelve  children  she  was  the 
sixth  in  order  of  birth.  Alexander  Long  and 
his  wife  were  born  and  reared  in  County  Done- 
gal, Ireland,  and  were  young  folk  when  they 
came  to  America  and  established  their  residence 
in  Allegheny  County,  Pennsylvania,  whence 
they  came  to  Ohio  in  the  year  1832  and  estab- 
lished their  home  on  a pioneer  farm  in  Union 
Township,  Carroll  County,  where  they  passed 
the  remainder  of  their  lives,  both  having  been 
more  than  eighty  years  of  age  at  the  time  of 
death  and  both  having  been  devout  members  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  Alexander 
Long  was  a democrat  in  politics,  was  a man  of 
strong  individuality  and  inviolable  integrity, 
and  he  left  a benignant  Impress  upon  the  com- 
munity in  which  he  long  maintained  his  home 
and  to  the  civic  and  material  development  and 
progress  of  which  he  contributed  his  quota.  Mr. 
Davis  is  survived  by  two  children.  George 
Alexander,  who  Is  engaged  in  clerking  at  Bow- 
erston.  Harrison  County,  married  Miss  Leona 
Vasbinder,  of  Bowerston,  and  they  became  the 
parents  of  three  children — James  Lawrence  who 
is  nineteen  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  this 
writing,  in  1920;  Mary,  who  died  in  infancy, 
in  1902:  and  Mary  Cora,  thirteen  years  of  age. 
Nancy  Cora,  the  younger  of  the  two  children, 
is  the  wife  of  Raymond  Homer  Vasbinder,  of 
Carrollton,  and  concerning  their  children  the 
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following  brief  record  is  consistently  entered: 
Roy  Davis,  now  twenty-six  years  of  age,  married 
Mias  Sarah  Tope,  and  they  reside  in  Carroll- 
ton; Harold  Samuel  married  Miss  Florence 
Williams,  who  died  in  1919  and  who  is  survived 
by  one  child,  Irene;  Mary  Lois  is  a popular 
teacher  in  the  public  schools  at  Amsterdam, 
Jefferson  County;  Nancy  Ellen  is  the  wife  of 
Everett  Saila,  of  Minerva,  Stark  County;  and 
Perry  Jackson  is  the  youngest  of  the  number. 

Mr.  Davis  gave  his  political  allegiance  to  the 
democratic  party,  and  while  never  ambitious  for 
public  office  he  took  loyal  interest  in  community 
affairs  and  was  always  ready  to  support  pro- 
gressive measures  and  enterprises  tending  to 
advance  the  general  wellbeing  of  his  native 
county.  He  was  an  earnest  member  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  at  Pleasant  Hill,  as 
is  also  his  widow,  who,  as  before  stated,  still 
remains  on  the  old  home  farm,  where  she  de- 
lights to  extend  welcome  and  generous  hos- 
pitality to  her  wide  circle  of  friends  in  the 
county  that  has  ever  represented  her  home. 

Oliver  H.  Carman,  in  the  personal  sketch  of 
whose  older,  and  only,  brother,  John  W.,  on 
other  pages  of  this  volume,  is  given  adequate 
record  concerning  their  parents  and  ancestry, 
was  born  in  Salem  Township,  Jefferson  County, 
Ohio,  June  27,  1874,  and  was  a lad  of  ten  years 
at  the  time  of  the  family  removal  to  German 
Township,  Harrison  County.  Here  he  was 
reared  to  manhood,  his  early  educational  dis- 
cipline having  been  received  in  the  Grassy  Run 
District  School  in  his  native  township  and  the 
Blue  Ridge  District  School  in  German  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County.  He  gained  at  first  hand 
his  knowledge  of  farm  Industry,  as  he  early 
began  to  assist  in  the  activities  of  his  father’s 
farm,  with  the  work  of  which  he  continued  to 
be  associated  until  he  formed  an  alliance  with 
his  brother  in  connection  with  the  latter’s  gen- 
eral store  at  Carman,  a postoffice  hamlet  main- 
tained in  connection  with  a coal  mining  camp 
and  established  on  the  Carman  farm.  With 
this  business  he  continued  his  connection  about 
ten  years,  and  on  September  28.  1904,  he  pur- 
chased the  old  home  farm,  which  comprises 
ninety-six  and  one-fourth  acres  and  which  he 
has  made  the  stage  of  his  successful  operations 
a 8 an  agriculturist  and  stock-grower,  and  on 
which  for  several  years  past  he  has  made  a 
specialty  of  the  dairy  business.  This  is  one 
of  the  fine  farms  of  German  Township,  with 
facilities  and  Improvements  of  modern  type. 
Mr.  Carman  pays  loyal  allegiance  to  the  repub- 
lican party,  though  he  has  manifested  no  desire 
to  enter  the  turbulent  course  of  practical  poli- 
tics, and  both  he  and  his  wife  hold  membership 
in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

On  the  11th  of  November,  1903,  was  solemn- 
ized the  marriage  of  Mr.  Carman  to  Miss 
Nannie  M.  Graham,  who  was  born  and  reared 
near  East  Springfield.  Jefferson  County,  and 
who  is  a daughter  of  John  C.  and  Ruth  (Stew- 
art) Graham.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Carman  have  one 
child,  Ruth  Hobson,  who  is  a popular  figure  In 
the  social  activities  of  the  young  folk  of  the 
home  community  and  also  is  a member  of  the 


Methodist  Episcopal  Church  of  Unionport, 
Ohio. 

Milton  M.  Shields  is  another  of  the  native 
sons  of  Harrison  County  who  has  expressed  his 
appreciation  of  its  advantages  and  attractions 
by  continuous  residence  within  its  borders,  save 
for  a period  of  five  years  marked  by  his  engage- 
ment in  farm  enterprise  in  Belmont  County, 
and  he  Is  now  one  of  the  substantial  representa- 
tives of  agricultural  and  live-stock  industry  in 
Short  Creek  Township,  where  he  is  the  owner 
of  a well  improved  farm  of  104  acres.  In  the 
past  few  years  Mr.  Shields  has  extended  his 
activities  by  dealing  in  cattle,  horses  and  sheep, 
of  which  he  has  become  a successful  buyer  and 
shipper. 

Mr.  Shields  was  born  in  Short  Creek  Town- 
ship on  the  24th  of  September,  1861.  and  is  a 
son  of  Joseph  and  Lucinda  (Ruth)  Shields,  the 
former  of  whom  was  bom  in  Chester  County, 
New  Jersey,  March  22,  1825,  and  the  latter  was 
born  and  reared  in  Harrison  County,  Ohio, 
where  her  father,  Parker  Ruth,  was  a pioneer 
settler.  Joseph  Shields  was  a son  of  Benoni 
and  Lydia  (Woodward)  Shields,  the  former  of 
whom  was  bom  August  6,  1780,  and  the  latter 
on  the  16th  of  September,  1782.  Their  marriage 
was  solemnized  In  their  native  State  of  New 
Jersey,  whence  in  1829  they  came  to  Ohio  and 
numbered  themselves  among  the  pioneers  of 
Short  Creek  Township,  Harrison  County,  where 
they  remained  on  their  old  home  farm  until  the 
close  of  their  long  and  useful  lives.  They  be- 
came the  parents  of  eleven  children,  whose 
names  and  respective  years  of  birth  are  here 
recorded:  William,  1804;  James,  1806;  Sarah, 
1808;  Ell,  1812;  Mary,  1813;  Eleanor,  1815; 
Thomas,  1818;  Alice,  1820;  Lydia,  1822;  Joseph, 
1825;  and  Jackson,  1827.  These  dates  show 
that  all  of  the  children  were  born  prior  to  the 
family  migration  to  Ohio. 

Joseph  Shields  was  about  four  years  old  when 
the  family  home  was  established  on  the  pioneer 
farm  in  Short  Creek  Township,  where  he  was 
reared  to  manhood  and  where  he  continued  his 
active  alliance  with  farm  enterprise  until  the 
close  of  his  life.  He  was  the  owner  of  a good 
farm  of  160  acres  at  the  time  of  his  death, 
which  occurred  June  16,  1880.  The  maiden 
name  of  his  first  wife  was  Martha  Stires,  she 
having  been  a daughter  of  John  Stires,  another 
pioneer  settler  of  Harrison  County.  Mrs. 
Shields  died  in  the  year  1854,  as  did  also  her 
first  two  children — John  and  Sarah  Emily,  and 
the  one  child  who  attained  to  years  of  maturity 
was  the  youngest  of  the  three — Cynthia  Eleanor. 
Mrs.  Lucinda  (Ruth)  Shields,  the  second  wife 
of  Joseph  Shields,  died  in  the  year  1905.  Both 
were  active  members  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  at  Adena.  They  became  the  parents  of 
nine  children — Joseph  E„  Milton  M.,  Thomas, 
William  T.,  Clayton,  Anna,  Lizzie,  Jennie  and 
Hannah. 

Milton  M.  Shields  has  reason  to  look  back 
with  satisfaction  on  the  benignant  influences 
that  compassed  his  childhood  and  early  youth. 
He  was  reared  on  the  home  farm  and  made 
good  use  of  the  advantages  afforded  in  the  dis- 
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trict  schools  of  Short  Creek  Township,  within 
whose  borders  he  initiated  his  independent  ca- 
reer as  a farmer.  Here  he  has  been  continu- 
ously engaged  in  farm  industry  from  his  youth 
to  the  present  time,  except  for  the  five  years 
passed  in  Belmont  County,  as  previously  noted. 
He  has  neither  time  nor  inclination  for  the 
activities  of  practical  politics  or  the  honors  of 
public  office,  but  is  a loyal  supporter  of  the 
principles  of  the  democratic  party  and  is  pro- 
gressive in  his  attitude  as  a citizen.  His  wife 
holds  membership  in  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church. 

On  December  11,  1884,  was  solemnized  the 
marriage  of  Mr.  Shields  to  Miss  Phoebe  J. 
Wright,  who  likewise  was  bom  and  reared  in 
Harrison  County  and  who  is  a daughter  of 
William  and  Elizabeth  Wright.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Shields  have  five  children  : Chester  married  Miss 
May  Bennett  and  they  now  reside  at  Caton, 
Stark  County;  Dora  is  the  wife  of  Dallas 
McCue,  of  Harrison  County:  Veda  Is  the  wife 
of  Leslie  Fox,  and  they  reside  in  the  City  of 
Akron,  Ohio;  Halford  married  Miss  Irene 
Stephens,  and  operates  a garage  at  Georgetown, 
Harrison  County;  and  Faye  is  the  wife  of  Ray- 
mond Braumbaugh,  of  Akron,  Summit  County. 

Charles  H.  Polen  now  resides  in  the  Village 
of  Germano,  German  Township.  Harrison 
County,  but  continues  to  give  his  active  super- 
vision to  his  well  improved  farm  about  two 
miles  distant  from  the  village  mentioned,  and 
in  addition  to  his  successful  farm  enterprise 
has  for  a number  of  years  devoted  attention 
to  the  buying  and  shipping  of  live  stock.  He  is 
a representative  of  a sterling  pioneer  family  of 
the  Buckeye  State  and  was  bom  in  Salem  Town- 
ship, Jefferson  County,  on  the  25th  of  November, 
1847.  He  Is  a son  of  William  and  Sarah  Jane 
(Wallace)  Polen,  the  former  of  whom  was 
born  in  Loudoun  County,  Virginia,  April  16, 
1815,  and  the  latter  of  whom  was  bora  in  Jeffer- 
son County,  Ohio,  in  the  3d  of  June  of  the 
same  year,  she  having  been  a daughter  of  Wil- 
liam Wallace  and  the  family  name  of  her 
mother  having  been  Hamilton.  William  Wal- 
lace was  born  in  Scotland  and  his  wife  in 
County  Clare,  Ireland.  They  became  early 
settlers  in  Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  where  Mr. 
Wallace  reclaimed  and  developed  a productive 
farm  and  where  he  and  his  wife  passed  the 
remainder  of  their  lives,  their  religious  faith 
having  been  that  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church.  They  became  the  parents  of  eight  chil- 
dren— James,  Hamilton,  William,  George  Wash- 
ington, Hugh,  Elizabeth,  Anna  and  Sarah  Jane. 

William  Polen,  paternal  grandfather  of  the 
subject  of  this  review,  was  born  and  reared  In 
Loudoun  County,  Virginia,  and  the  family  name 
of  his  wife  was  Pegg.  They  were  numbered 
among  the  early  pioneer  settlers  in  Salem  Town- 
ship, Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  where  Mr.  Polen 
obtained  Government  land  and  reclaimed  a farm 
from  the  forest  wilds,  this  old  homestead  hav- 
ing remained  in  the  possession  of  the  Polen 
family  until  about  1905,  and  eighty  acres  of 
the  tract  being  still  retained  in  the  family. 
William  Polen  and  his  wife  were  zealous  mem- 


bers of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and 
they  endured  with  fortitude  the  trials  and  vicis- 
situdes that  ever  fall  to  the  lot  of  pioneers. 
They  became  the  parents  of  ten  children — John, 
Nathaniel,  William,  George,  Charles,  Peter, 
Elizabeth,  Mary,  Catherine  and  Anna. 

William  Polen,  Jr.,  father  of  Charles  H.,  was 
a boy  at  the  time  of  the  family  removal  to 
Jefferson  County,  where  he  was  reared  under 
the  conditions  of  the  pioneer  days,  and  where 
he  initiated  his  independent  activities  as  a 
farmer  in  Salem  Township.  There  he  remained 
until  1860,  when  he  came  with  his  family  to 
Harrison  County  and  settled  on  a farm  In  Ger- 
man Township.  In  1870  he  removed  to  Colum- 
biana County,  and  there  both  he  and  his  wife 
remained  until  their  deaths,  both  having  died 
in  the  year  1876  and  both  having  been  earnest 
members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 
They  became  the  parents  of  a fine  family  of 
fourteen  children,  of  whom  three  died  in  in- 
fancy. The  names  of  the  other  children  are 
here  recorded : William,  Martin,  Thomas  J., 
Mary  Ann,  Elizabeth,  John,  Peter,  Charles  H., 
Johnson  W.,  Sarah  Jane  and  Reuben. 

Charles  H.  Polen  gained  his  youthful  educa- 
tion in  the  district  schools  of  Salem  Township, 
Jefferson  County,  and  German  Township,  Har- 
rison County.  In  the  latter  township  he  began 
his  Independent  farm  enterprise  when  a young 
man,  and  with  this  important  line  of  industry 
he  has  continued  his  association  during  the  long 
intervening  years.  Though  he  has  now  passed 
the  psalmist’s  span  of  three  score  years  and 
ten  he  is  still  alert  in  mental  and  physical 
powers  and  takes  satisfaction  in  giving  the  gen- 
eral supervision  to  his  farm,  from  which  he 
removed  to  the  Village  of  Germano  in  1906.  He 
has  followed  the  even  tenor  of  his  way  as  a 
man  of  industry  and  loyal  citizenship,  has  had 
no  desire  to  enter  actively  into  political  affairs, 
but  is  aligned  as  a staunch  supporter  of  the 
cause  of  the  democratic  party.  He  and  his  wife 
have  long  been  representative  members  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  at  Germano,  in 
which  he  has  held  the  office  of  steward  for  fully 
thirty  years  and  in  which  he  served  twenty 
years  as  superintendent  of  the  Sunday  school. 

On  the  22d  of  June,  1871,  was  solemnized  the 
marriage  of  Mr.  Polen  to  Miss  Anna  Bell  Miser, 
who  was  bom  in  German  Township,  Harrison 
County,  and  who  is  a daughter  of  the  late  John 
and  Angeline  (Stonesifer)  Miser.  In  conclusion 
is  entered  brief  record  concerning  the  children 
of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Polen:  Jesse  A.  married  Miss 
Margaret  Groves,  and  they  have  three  children 
— Harold,  Marie  and  Charles  A.  Sarah  A.  re- 
mains at  the  parental  home.  John  W.  married 
Miss  Eva  Christwell,  and  they  have  six  chil- 
dren— Dean,  Daisy,  Harry,  Frank,  May  and 
Robert.  Harvey,  the  third  son,  died  at  the  age 
of  seventeen  years.  Clyde  died  in  early  child- 
hood. Grace  is  the  wife  of  Milton  Ingler  and 
they  have  two  daughters — Ruth  Ella  and  Naomi 
Frances.  Howard  M.  sacrificed  his  life  on  the 
altar  of  patriotism  while  serving  with  the 
American  Expeditionary  Forces  in  France  in 
the  great  World  war.  He  entered  service  Octo- 
ber 0,  1917,  and  at  Camp  Sherman,  Ohio,  he 
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was  assigned  to  a depot  brigade.  About  the 
1st  of  November,  1917,  he  was  transferred  to 
Camp  Pike,  Arkansas,  and  from  that  camp  was 
later  transferred  to  Camp  Green,  North  Caro- 
lina. In  April,  1918,  he  was  sent  to  Camp 
Mills,  later  he  was  stationed  at  Camp  Merritt, 
and  thence  he  sailed  with  his  command  for 
France,  where  he  was  assigned  to  Company  E, 
Fifty-eighth  Infantry,  Fourth  Division.  He 
was  killed  in  action  on  the  first  day  of  his 
service  In  the  front  lines  at  Chateau  Thierry, 
July  18,  1918,  and  his  name  shall  ever  have 
place  on  the  exalted  roll  of  honor  that  records 
the  names  of  those  fine  yoilng  men  who  gave 
their  lives  In  behalf  of  patriotism  and  the 
cause  of  human  liberty.  He  made  the  voyage 
to  France  on  the  transport  “Moldavia,”  and  it 
will  be  recalled  that  this  vessel  was  torpedoed 
and  sunk  by  the  enemy  on  the  voyage,  the  most 
of  the  soldiers  on  board  having  been  transferred 
from  the  boat  before  It  disappeared  beneath 
the  waves.  Nannie  L.,  ^he  youngest  daughter, 
married  Ernest  A.  Johnson,  and  they  reside  in 
German  Township.  Archibald  Is  still  at  the 
parental  home. 

Frank  M.  Welsh  owns  and  is  vigorously 
supervising  an  excellent  farm  of  sixty-eight 
acres  lying  adjacent  to  the  old  homestead  farm 
in  Archer  Township,  Harrison  County,  upon 
which  he  was  born,  the  date  of  his  nativity 
having  been  January  23,  1875,  and  due  rpcord 
concerning  the  family  being  given  on  other 
pages  of  this  volume,  in  the  sketch  of  the  career 
of  his  father,  Lyons  A.  Welsh. 

In  addition  to  profiting  fully  by  the  advan- 
tages offered  in  the  public  schools  of  his  native 
township  Frank  M.  Welsh  attended  Scio  Col- 
lege two  years,  this  being  one  of  the  well  or- 
dered educational  institutions  of  Harrison 
County.  He  continued  his  active  association 
with  the  work  and  management  of  his  father’s 
farm  for  a few  years  after  his  marriage,  and 
he  then  removed  to  his  present  well  improved 
farm,  upon  which  he  is  successfully  engaged 
In  agricultural  and  live-stock  enterprise,  with 
standing  as  one  of  the  progressive  and  popular 
exemplars  of  farm  industry  in  his  native  town- 
ship. He  takes  loyal  interest  in  all  matters 
touching  the  community  welfare,  is  a republican 
in  politics,  and  he  and  his  wife  hold  member- 
ship in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  In  the 
Village  of  Hanover. 

The  year  1904  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Welsh  to  Miss  Dora  Birney,  who  likewise  was 
bom  and  reared  in  Harrison  County  and  who 
Is  a daughter  of  William  J.  and  Margaret 
(Barrett)  Birney.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Welsh  have 
two  children — Edwin  Birney  and  William  An- 
drew. 

James  Love  was  born  in  Archer  Township, 
Harrison  County,  on  the  11th  of  February,  1855. 
and  is  one  of  the  representative  farmers  and 
Influential  citizens  of  his  native  township,  of 
which  he  has  served  effectively  as  trustee  and 
has  given  equally  valuable  service  in  the  office 
of  president  of  the  township  school  board.  His 
excellent  farm  comprises  117  acres  and  is  the 


stage  of  his  vigorous  and  progressive  activities 
as  an  agriculturist  and  stock-grower. 

Mr.  Love  Is  a representative  of  one  of  the 
sterling  pioneer  families  whose  name  has  been 
closely  identified  with  the  development  and  pro- 
gress of  western-central  Ohio.  He  Is  a de- 
scendant of  George  Love,  who  was  bora  and 
reared  in  Ireland,  where  he  married  Miss  Isa- 
belle Smith.  In  the  year  1791  he  came  with 
his  family  to  America  and  established  a home 
In  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania,  where  he 
remained  until  1800,  when  he  came  with  his 
family  to  Ohio  and  became  a pioneer  settler  In 
Belmont  County,  where  he  and  his  wife  passed 
the  remainder  of  their  lives  and  where  they 
endured  their  full  share  of  the  hardships  and 
trials  that  fell  to  the  lot  of  the  frontier  settlers. 
George  Love  was  a man  of  strong  mentality 
and  mature  judgment,  became  a leader  in  com- 
munity affairs  and  was  actively  concerned  in 
the  organization  of  Belmont  County.  He  was 
a member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  his 
wife  held  membership  in  the  Seceder  Church, 
later  known  as  the  United  Presbyterian.  Con- 
cerning their  children  the  following  brief  rec- 
ord may  consistently  be  given:  John  settled  in 
Harrison  County  in  1808  and  was  the  ancestor 
of  the  subject  of  this  review:  Thomas  met  his 
death  while  on  one  of  his  periodical  trips  in 
connection  with  pioneer  transportation  on  the 
Ohio  and  Mississippi  Rivers;  George  became  a 
farmer  in  Belmont  County  and  served  with 
distinction  as  an  officer  In  the  War  of  1812; 
William  likewise  assisted  in  the  development 
of  farm  Industry  In  this  section  of  the  state: 
Jane  became  the  wife  of  Thomas  Gillespie: 
Catherine  married  Joseph  Haverfleld;  and  Mary 
became  the  wife  of  Jacob  Morgan. 

John  Love,  son  of  George,  was  twenty-one 
years  old  at  the  time  of  the  family  immigration 
from  Ireland  to  America  and  after  coming  to 
Ohio  he  married  Mary,  daughter  of  James 
Cooke,  who  was  one  of  the  earliest  settlers  in 
what  is  now  Harrison  County.  After  his  mar- 
riage Mr.  Love  resided  in  Belmont  County  until 
1808,  when  he  came  to  Harrison  County.  Here 
he  purchased  a large  tract  of  wild  land  in 
Athens  Township,  and  he  reclaimed  one  of  the 
productive  farms  of  the  early  days  in  this  town- 
ship. He  was  a man  of  prominence  and  in- 
fluence in  the  communal  life,  served  in  various 
local  offices  of  public  trust,  was  a zealous  and 
effective  advocate  of  the  principles  of  the  demo- 
cratic party,  and  both  he  and  his  wife  held 
membership  in  the  United  Presbyterian  Church. 
He  died  in  March.  1860,  his  devoted  wife  hav- 
ing passed  away  December  16,  1830.  They  be- 
came the  parents  of  six  children — George,  James 
C.,  Thomas,  John,  Nancy  and  Mary. 

James  C.  Love,  father  of  him  whose  name 
introduces  this  review,  was  born  and  reared  in 
Athens  Township,  Harrison  County,  where  was 
solemnized  his  marriage  to  Miss  Jane  McFad- 
den.  Shortly  afterward  he  engaged  in  farm  en- 
terprise in  Archer  Township,  and  here  with 
the  exception  of  a few  years  passed  in  similar 
occupation  In  Cadiz  Township  he  passed  the 
remainder  of  his  life,  his  death  having  occurred 
In  1876  and  his  widow  having  survived  until 
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1891.  She  was  a daughter  of  Samuel  Me  Fad- 
den.  Of  the  children  of  James  C.  and  Jane 
(McFadden)  Love  the  first  born  was  Samuel, 
who  died  from  an  attack  of  measles  while  serv- 
ing as  a soldier  in  the  Civil  war;  John  is  a 
resident  of  Minnesota ; Mary,  Elizabeth  and 
Alexander  are  deceased ; and  the  three  younger 
children  are  George.  James  and  Nancy  Jane. 
The  parents  were  zealous  members  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church. 

James  Love,  the  immediate  subject  of  this 
sketch,  gained  his  youthful  education  in  the 
district  schools  of  Archer  Township,  and  here 
he  initiated  his  independent  career  as  a farmer. 
In  1882  he  became  a pioneer  farmer  in  Stearns 
County,  Minnesota,  where  he  continued  his  resi- 
dence until  1901.  when  he  returned  to  his  na- 
tive township  and  county,  where  he  has  since 
continued  his  successful  association  with  agri- 
cultural and  live-stock  industry. 

The  year  1882  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Love  to  Miss  Sarah  Ann  Merryman,  daughter 
of  the  late  John  Merryman,  of  Harrison  County, 
and  they  have  two  children : Goldie  M.  is  the 
wife  of  Clarence  Dickerson,  of  Archer  Town- 
ship; and  Floy  Josephine  is  a popular  teacher 
in  the  district  schools  of  Harrison  County. 
Mr.  Love  is  a democrat  In  political  allegiance, 
and  he  and  his  wife  hold  membership  In  the 
Presbyterian  Church  at  Cadiz. 

Habvey  G.  Winings.  In  an  enumeration  of 
the  representative  farmers  of  Harrison  County 
who  claim  the  county  as  the  place  of  their 
nativity  and  who  have  here  a gracious  heritage 
of  pioneer  honors  a place  of  prominence  is 
justly  accorded  to  Mr.  Winings,  who  owns  and 
resides  upon  the  fine  old  homestead  farm,  which 
was  the  place  of  his  birth,  in  German  Town- 
ship. Here  he  was  born  on  the  28th  of  Septem- 
ber, 1863,  a son  of  Samuel  S'.  and  Phoebe 
(Chase)  Winings,  the  former  of  whom  was  born 
in  the  same  township  April  22,  1821,  and  the 
latter  was  born  in  Loudon  Township,  Carroll 
County,  on  the  2d  of  May,  1826,  a daughter  of 
Benjamin  and  Sarah  (Manchester)  Chase. 
Benjamin  Chase  was  born  and  reared  in  the 
State  of  New  York,  whence  he  came  to  Ohio 
with  an  ox  team  and  became  one  of  the  early 
settlers  in  Loudon  Township,  Carroll  County, 
where  he  reclaimed  a farm  from  the  forest 
wilds  and  where  he  and  his  wife  reared  their 
children  to  lives  of  usefulness  and  honor  and 
where  they  were  early  and  influential  members 
of  the  pioneer  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 
They  became  the  parents  of  twelve  children — 
Joseph,  Asa,  Gary,  Harvey,  Elisha,  Virgil, 
Buffin,  Lydia  Ann,  Phoebe,  Mary,  Sarah  and 
Libbie. 

Samuel  S.  Winings  was  a son  of  John  and 
Elizabeth  (Snyder)  Winings.  John  Winings 
was  a child  at  the  time  when  his  parents  came 
to  Harrison  County  and  became  pioneer  settlers 
in  German  Township  where  they  passed  the 
residue  of  their  lives  and  where  he  was  reared 
to  manhood  on  the  frontier  farm.  Here  he 
eventually  became  the  owner  of  a farm  of  160 
acres,  to  the  management  of  which  he  continued 
to  give  his  attention  during  the  remainder  of 


his  active  life,  and  there  he  and  his  wife  main- 
tained their  home  until  their  deaths,  the  re- 
mains of  both  being  interred  in  the  Zion  Ceme- 
tery in  German  Township.  They  were  zealous 
and  consistent  communicants  of  the  Lutheran 
Church,  in  the  faith  of  which  they  reared  their 
children — John,  William,  Samuel  S.  and  S'allie, 
the  only  daughter  having  remained  unmarried 
till  her  death. 

Samuel  S.  Winings  passed  his  entire  life  in 
German  Township,  where  he  became  the  owner 
of  a valuable  farm  of  212  acres  and  where  he 
stood  as  an  honored  figure  in  productive  in- 
dustry and  loyal  and  progressive  citizenship. 
His  death  occurred  on  the  12th  of  June,  1890, 
and  his  second  wife  passed  to  the  eternal  rest 
on  the  loth  of  September,  1898.  On  the  11th  of 
August,  1842,  Samuel  S.  Winings  wedded  Miss 
Elizabeth  Beckley,  who  was  born  June  3,  1823, 
and  who  was  survived  by  three  children— Clark, 
Jane  (Mrs.  J.  Henry  Mills),  and  Rebecca  (Mrs. 
George  Mills).  In  February,  1854,  was  solemn- 
ized the  marriage  of  Mr.  Winings  to  Miss 
Phoebe  Chase,  and  they  became  the  parents  of 
three  children — Hannah  Belle  (Mrs.  John  W. 
Shultz),  William  A.  and  Harvey  G.  The  par- 
ents were  earnest  members  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  and  the  father  was  a repub- 
lican in  political  affiliation. 

Harvey  G.  Winings  availed  himself  of  the  ad- 
vantages of  the  district  schools  of  his  native 
township  and  in  the  meanwhile  has  gained 
valuable  experience  in  connection  with  the  work 
of  the  home  farm,  which  has  been  the  stage  of 
his  successful  operations  during  his  independent 
career  as  a progressive  agriculturists  and  stock- 
grower.  He  is  the  owner  of  a well  improved 
and  admirably  equipped  farm  estate  of  221 
acres  and  is  a leader  in  farm  industry  in  Har- 
rison County,  of  whose  manifold  attractions  and 
advantages  he  is  deeply  appreciative.  His  ster- 
ling character  has  gained  to  him  unequivocal 
popular  esteem,  and  his  local  status  Is  such  as 
to  render  Impossible  any  application  of  the 
scriptural  aphorism  that  “a  prophet  is  not  with- 
out honor  save  in  his  own  country.”  He  Is  a 
loyal  supporter  of  the  cause  of  the  republican 
party  and  is  an  influential  member  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  at  Germano.  of 
which  he  has  served  as  a trustee  for  fully  a 
decade.  His  wife  likewise  was  a devoted  mem- 
ber, and  all  of  their  children  save  the  youngest 
holds  membership  in  this  church. 

On  the  2d  of  March,  1893,  was  solemnized  the 
marriage  of  Mr.  Winings  to  Miss  Mary  Flor- 
ence Sawvel,  who  was  born  in  German  Town- 
ship October  1,  1871,  a daughter  of  Daniel  and 
Rachel  (Beckley)  Saw  veil.  The  supreme  loss 
and  bereavement  in  the  life  of  Mr.  Winings 
came  when  his  cherished  and  devoted  wife  was 
summoned  to  eternal  rest,  her  death  having 
occurred  on  the  5th  of  February,  1906.  She  Is 
survived  by  six  children — Ralph  S.,  Zella  Mae, 
Ula  Vern,  Albert  G.,  Earl  B.  and  William  Don- 
ald. Ralph  S.  Winings,  the  eldest  son,  w$s  one 
of  the  patriotic  young  men  who  represented 
Harrison  County  in  the  nation’s  military  ser- 
vice in  the  World  war.  He  entered  service 
April  2,  1918,  and  at  Camp  Sherman  was  as- 
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signed  to  Company  K,  Three  Hundred  and 
Twenty-ninth  Infantry,  Eighty-third  Division. 
May  28,  1918,  he  left  the  Ohio  camp  and  was 
transferred  to  Camp  Merritt,  New  Jersey,  and 
on  the  12th  of  the  following  month  embarked 
with  his  command  on  a Government  transport 
that  in  due  time  disembarked  the  troops  in 
Liverpool.  England.  He  passed  five  days  at 
Winchester.  England,  and  landed  in  France  on 
the  1st  of  July.  There  he  was  transferred  to 
Company  F,  One  Hundred  and  Third  Infantry* 
Twenty-sixth  Division,  and  on  the  12th  of  Sep- 
tember he  arrived  at  the  front-line  trenches. 
He  “went  over  the  top”  that  same  morning,  on 
the  St.  Mi  hi  el  sector,  and  continued  in  active 
service  at  the  front  until  the  14th  of  that 
month.  He  was  absent  from  the  front  one 
week  and  after  his  return  was  eventually  trans- 
ferred to  the  Verdun  front.  He  endured  the 
full  tension  that  marked  the  conflict  between 
the  opposing  forces  and  after  the  signing  of 
the  armistice  he  remained  in  France  until  Feb- 
ruary 24.  1919,  when  he  sailed  for  home.  He 
landed  in  the  port  of  New  York  City  on  the 
7th  of  March,  and  at  Camp  Sherman.  Ohio,  he 
received  his  honorable  discharge  on  the  8th  of 
April.  He  is  now  at  the  parental  home,  and 
his  military  record  is  one  that  will  ever  reflect 
honor  upon  his  name  and  upon  the  county  and 
state  which  he  represented.  Zella  Mae.  the 
elder  daughter  of  Harvey  G.  Wlnlngs.  married 
December  23,  1920,  Robert  Curtis  Roof,  and 
they  reside  with  Mr.  WInings.  ITla  V..  second 
daughter,  is  the  wife  of  John  M.  Jones,  and 
they  reside  at  Hamlin,  Pennsylvania.  The  other 
children  remain  at  the  paternal  home. 

William  A.  Winings  Is  the  only  brother  of 
Harvey  O.  Winings.  in  whose  personal  sketch. 
Immediately  preceding  this,  are  given  ample 
data  concerning  the  family  history.  Mr.  Win- 
ings, like  his  brother,  is  numbered  among  the 
representative  exponents  of  agricultural  and 
live-stock  industry  in  German  Township.  Harri- 
son County,  where  he  owns  and  gives  charnotei- 
istically  effective  management  to  his  fine  farm 
of  206  acres. 

Mr.  Winings  was  bom  in  German  Township 
on  the  6th  of  August.  1858.  and  his  early  edu- 
cational advantages  were  those  of  the  district 
schools.  He  early  began  to  lend  his  quota  of 
assistance  in  connection  with  the  activities  of 
the  home  farm,  and  with  the  same  he  continued 
his  association  until  he  purchased  his  present 
homestead  place, — one  of  the  valuable  farm 
properties  of  German  Township.  His  political 
allegiance  is  given  to  the  republican  party  and 
be  is  a member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  at  Germano.  as  was  also  his  wife,  whose 
death  occurred  January  18,  1909. 

On  the  17th  of  February*  1887.  was  recorded 
the  marriage  of  Mr.  Winings  to  Miss  Mary 
Elizabeth  Smith,  daughter  of  Jackson  and 
Nancy  (Hosterman)  Smith,  of  German  Town- 
ship. and  she  is  survived  by  three  children— 
Jesse  O..  Harry  S.  and  Nancy  Phoebe.  A fourth 
child.  Theresa,  died  at  the  age  of  nine  years. 
Harry  8.  Winings  married  Miss  Mary  Edna 
Cox  and  they  have  two  children— Ernest  Wil 


liam  and  Everett  Harry.  Jesse  O.  Winings,  the 
eldest  son,  was  one  of  the  gallant  Harrison 
County  boys  who  served  with  the  American 
Expeditionary  Forces  in  the  great  World  war, 
and  his  record  in  this  connection  has  added 
luster  to  the  name  which  he  bears.  He  entered 
service  September  21,  1917,  and  at  Camp  Sher- 
man was  assigned  to  the  supply  company  of 
the  Three  Hundred  and  Thirty-second  Infantry 
Regiment,  with  which  command  he  stilled  for 
France  in  June,  1918.  His  regiment,  however, 
was  assigned  to  service  in  Italy,  where  it 
arrived  on  the  7th  of  August,  and  where  he 
continued  in  service  until  March,  1919,  when 
he  departed  for  his  native  land,  his  return  to 
Camp  Sherman,  Ohio,  having  finally  resulted  in 
bis  receiving  his  honorable  discharge  on  the  3d 
of  July.  1919.  He  is  now  at  the  family  home. 

Winfield  S Wright  has  long  stood  forth  as 
a vigorous,  discriminating  and  successful  ex- 
ponent of  farm  industry,  is  a representative  of 
a sterling  pioneer  family  of  eastern  central 
Ohio,  and  is  today  the  owner  of  a valuable  farm 
estate  in  Carroll  County,  the  same  comprising 
257  acres  in  Monroe  and  Harrison  townships 
and  the  attractive  residence  property  being  sit- 
uated in  the  township  first  named. 

Winfield  Scott  Wright  was  born  in  Tuscara- 
was County.  Ohio,  in  the  23d  of  November, 
1849.  a son  of  James  B.  and  Anna  (Ickes) 
Wright.  The  genealogv  on  the  paternal  side 
trnces  back  to  sterling  Irish  origin,  and  Samuel 
Wright,  grandfather  of  the  subject  of  this  re- 
view, was  numbered  among  the  pioneers  of 
Tuscarawas  County.  Ohio.  He  became  the 
owner  of  a tract  of  land  near  the  present 
Village  of  Reaver  Dam.  and  the  locality  became 
known  as  the  Wright  settlement,  his  name  hav- 
ing been  applied  to  the  same  by  reason  of  his 
prominence  In  community  affairs.  The  portion 
of  Tuscar*'  w s County  in  which  he  established 
bis  home  Wer  became  Included  in  the  new 
County  of  C rroll,  and  on  his  farm  near  Tabor, 
this  county,  he  continued  to  reside  until  his 
death  In  1852.  his  widow,  whose  family  name 
w-’s  Coleman,  having  long  survived  him  and 
having  passed  to  the  life  eternal  In  1870.  when 
venerable  in  years.  Of  their  four  sons  James 
B.  was  the  third  in  order  of  birth,  and  he  con- 
tinued bis  active  association  with  farm  enter- 
prise in  Tuscarawas  County  until  his  death. 
His  first  wife,  mother  of  the  subject  of  this 
sketch,  died  on  the  5th  of  January.  1880,  and 
of  tbelr  seven  children  Winfield  S.  was  the 
fourth  in  order  of  birth.  By  the  father’s  sec- 
ond marriage  were  born  three  sons  and  one 
daughter. 

Winfield  8.  Wright  early  gained  close  fellow- 
ship with  the  activities  of  the  old  home  farm, 
rwi  his  youthful  education  was  acquired  in  the 
rural  schools  of  his  native  count>\  He  con- 
tinued his  association  with  the  work  of  his 
father's  farm  until  the  time  of  his  marriage, 
when  he  was  twenty-seven  years  of  age,  and 
then  established  his  residence  In  the  Village  of 
Dellroy.  Carroll  County,  and  fonnd  employment 
in  the  coal  mines  in  that  locality.  He  con- 
tinued to  be  thus  engaged  six  years,  and  then 
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purchased  forty  acres  of  his  present  landed 
estate.  On  this  place  he  initiated  the  progres- 
sive activities  through  which  he  has  achieved 
substantial  and  worthy  prosperity,  the  best  evi- 
dence of  which  is  offered  in  his  present  owner- 
ship of  one  of  the  large  and  valuable  farm 
properties  of  the  county.  The  buildings  on  the 
place  are  of  excellent  order  and  all  were  erected 
by  him.  Mr.  Wright  has  brought  to  bear  splen- 
did energy  and  progressive  policies  in  farm  en- 
terprise, and  thus  his  success  has  been  of  un- 
equivocal order.  He  has  taken  loyal  interest 
in  all  things  touching  the  communal  welfare, 
is  affiliated  with  the  Grange  at  Dellroy,  and  his 
capitalistic  investments  are  of  a noteworthy 
order,  as  is  evident  when  it  is  stated  that  he 
is  a stockholder  of  the  First  National  Bank  of 
Carrollton;  the  Beam  Spring  Company  of  Mas- 
sillon, Stark  County;  the  Ohio  Northern  Trac- 
tion Company;  the  Gillian  Manufacturing  Com- 
pany at  Canton,  Stark  County;  the  Chicago  & 
Aurora  Traction  Company,  operating  one  of  the 
most  important  suburban  electric  lines  In  the 
State  of  Illinois;  the  Worthington  Pump  Com- 
pany of  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania;  the  Middle 
States  Rubber  Company  of  Cleveland,  Ohio; 
the  Berger  Manufacturing  Company  of  Canton; 
and  other  corporations.  He  has  shown  marked 
discrimination  in  his  various  investments  and 
is  the  holder  of  Government  bonds  and  of  bonds 
issued  in  connection  with  various  public  and 
corporate  enterprises.  He  is  a stalwart  re- 
publican in  politics  and  he  and  his  wife  are 
active  members  of  the  Methodist  Protestant 
Church  at  Dellroy,  to  the  support  of  which  he 
contributes  liberally. 

April  8,  1877,  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Wright  to  Miss  Elizabeth  Robart,  of  Rob- 
ertsvllle,  Stark  County,  a village  named  in 
honor  of  her  paternal  grandfather,  who  was 
one  of  the  first  settlers  in  that  vicinity.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Wright  have  two  children.  Nettie  is 
the  wife  of  John  F.  Leyda,  of  Harrison  Town- 
ship, and  their  only  child  Is  a daughter,  Gladys. 
Annie  C.  is  the  wife  of  George  Best,  of  Harri- 
son Township,  and  they  have  two  children — 
Lester  Winfield  and  Paul  Joseph. 

Clement  E.  Miller  has  exercised  with 
marked  circumspection  and  progressiveness  his 
functions  as  one  of  the  constructive  representa- 
tives of  farm  industry  in  his  native  county, 
and  in  German  Township,  Harrison  County,  he 
owns  and  resides  upon  the  old  homestead  farm 
which  figures  as  the  place  of  his  nativity.  Here 
he  was  born  on  the  14th  of  June,  1863,  and  he 
is  a scion  of  a family  that  was  founded  in  this 
county  more  than  a century  ago,  when  this  sec- 
tion of  the  Buckeye  State  was  virtually  a forest 
wilderness.  John  Miller,  the  original  »repre- 
sentative  of  this  family  in  Harrison  County, 
came  here  from  his  native  State  of  Maryland, 
in  the  year  1806,  and  In  Rumley  Township  he 
reclaimed  from  the  forest  a productive  farm, 
he  having  been  the  owner  of  an  estate  of  215 
acres  at  the  time  of  his  death  in  1836.  His 
nine  children  were:  Daniel,  David,  John,  Jr., 
Jacob,  Joseph,  Catherine,  Hannah,  Polly  and 
Sarah.  Of  these  children  Daniel,  grandfather 


of  Clement  E.  Miller  of  this  review,  was  boro 
in  Frederick  County,  Maryland,  in  1788,  and 
thus  was  a youth  of  about  eighteen  years  at 
the  time  of  the  family  removal  to  Harrison 
County  in  1806.  In  1817  he  married  Susannah 
Lowmiller,  who  was  born  in  Dauphin  County, 
Pennsylvania,  In  1796,  and  whose  parents,  John 
and  Catherine  (Long)  Lowmiller.  became  in 
1800  early  settlers  in  Harrison  County,  Ohio. 
Daniel  Miller  acquired  a large  and  valuable 
farm  property  In  Rumley  and  German  Town- 
ships, and  was  one  of  the  substantial  and  in- 
fluential citizens  of  the  county  at  the  time  of 
his  death,  his  widow  having  been  more  than 
ninety-five  years  of  age  when  she  passed  from 
the  stage  of  life’s  mortal  endeavors.  They  had 
ten  children — Catherine,  Elizabeth,  Sarah,  John, 
Henry,  Susannah,  Rebecca,  Margaret,  Abigail 
and  Eliza  J. 

John  Miller,  son  of  Daniel  and  Susannah 
(Lowmiller)  Miller,  was  born  in  German  Town- 
ship, this  county,  on  the  22d  of  February,  1822, 
the  place  of  his  advent  in  the  world  having 
been  a log  house  of  the  pioneer  type.  He  con- 
tinued to  be  associated  in  the  work  of  the  home 
farm  until  the  death  of  his  fhther  In  1854,  and 
eventually  he  became  one  of  the  most  success- 
ful exponents  of  farm  industry  in  his  native 
county  as  the  owner  of  a large  and  valuable 
landed  estate,  including  the  fine  old  homestead 
now  owned  by  his  son  Clement  E.,  of  this  re- 
view. He  was  influential  in  local  affairs  of 
public  order,  served  in  various  township  offices, 
was  a democrat  in  politics  and  both  he  and  his 
wife  were  communicants  of  the  Lutheran 
Church.  Mr.  Miller  died  at  the  age  of  eighty- 
four  years  and  his  wife  at  the  age  of  eighty- 
nine  years.  They  became  the  parents  of  eleven 
children:  Oscar  B.,  Rebecca  Margaret,  Henry 
A.,  Andrew  B.  (individually  mentioned  on  other 
pages  of  this  work),  Daniel  D.  (a  clergyman  of 
the  Lutheran  Church),  Samuel  H.  became  a 
member  of  the  faculty  of  Thiel  College,  Green- 
ville, Pennsylvania,  John  O.,  Joseph  M.,  Clement 
E.,  Clayton  L.  and  Jessie  L.  On  the  1st  of 
May,  1849,  was  solemnized  the  marriage  of  John 
Miller  to  Miss  Susannah  Mikesell,  who  was 
born  in  Rumley  Township,  Harrison  County, 
February  15,  1824,  a daughter  of  Peter  and 
Mary  A.  ( Long ) Mikesell,  pioneers  who  came 
to  the  county  In  1800  from  Frederick  County, 
Maryland,  and  thus  it  Is  to  be  seen  that  the 
subject  of  this  sketch  is  a representative  of 
fine  pioneer  stock  in  both  the  paternal  and  ma- 
ternal lines. 

Clement  E.  Miller  was  reared  under  virtually 
the  same  conditions  and  influences  as  other 
farm  boys  of  his  day  and  generation,  and  his 
early  education  was  obtained  mainly  in  district 
school  No.  4,  German  Township.  He  has  re- 
mained from  the  time  of  his  birth  on  the  old 
home  farm,  which  comprises  166  67/100  acres 
in  the  portion  owned  by  him,  and  here  he  has 
been  engaged  In  independent  and  successful  en- 
terprise as  an  agriculturist  and  stock-grower 
since  the  year  1906.  He  is  one  of  the  county’s 
leaders  in  the  breeding  and  raising  of  pure- 
blood  and  registered  Poland-China  swine,  and 
in  all  departments  of  his  farm  industry  he  gains 
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the  maximum  returns,  owing  to  his  progressive- 
ness and  mature  judgment,  as  combined  with 
his  long  and  practical  experience.  His  political 
allegiance  is  given  to  the  democratic  party,  and 
he  and  his  wife  are  active  communicants  of 
the  Lutheran  Church  at  New  Jefferson. 

On  the  28th  of  March,  1903,  was  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  Mr.  Miller  to  Miss  Mary  Eliza- 
beth Rutledge,  who  was  born  and  reared  in 
Salem  Township,  Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  a 
daughter  of  Thomas  and  Mahala  (Skelley)  Rut- 
ledge, both  likewise  natives  of  that  township, 
where  the  respective  families  were  founded  In 
the  pioneer  days.  Thomas  Rutledge  was  one 
of  the  prosperous  farmers  and  Influential  citi- 
zens of  his  native  township  and  county  at  the 
time  of  his  death,  in  1905,  aged  seventy-eight 
years,  and  his  widow  passed  away  June  5,  1915, 
at  the  venerable  age  of  eighty-five  years.  They 
were  devout  communicants  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  and  four  of  their  sons  are 
clergymen  in  that  denomination.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Rutledge  became  the  parents  of  nine  children: 
James  A.  and  Caleb  H.  are  ministers  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church;  Margaret  Jane 
is  deceased;  William  A.  and  John  S.  are  Metho- 
dist clergymen,  and  the  latter  has  given  effec- 
tive service  as  president  of  the  Anti-saloon 
League  in  the  City  of  Cleveland;  Bert  M.  is  a 
resident  of  Toronto,  Jefferson  County,  Ohio; 
Mary  Elizabeth  (Mrs.  Miller)  was  the  next  in 
order  of  birth;  Franklin  P.  resides  on  the  old 
home  farm  of  his  parents  in  Jefferson  County; 
and  Myra  R.  married  Howard  Copeland,  and 
they  reside  in  Jewett,  Ohio. 

Hab&t  M.  Milliken  is  one  of  the  progressive 
agriculturists  and  stock-raisers  of  the  younger 
generation  in  his  native  county,  where  he  owns 
fifty  acres  in  Cadiz  Township,  this  constituting 
his  homestead  place,  and  eighty-eight  acres  in 
the  adjoining  township  of  Nottingham.  He  is 
a scion  of  one  of  the  honored  pioneer  families 
of  Harrison  County,  and  thus  by  ancestry  as 
well  as  by  reason  of  his  individual  standing  in 
his  native  county  he  is  specially  entitled  to  rec- 
ognition in  this  history. 

Mr.  Milliken  was  born  in  Nottingham  Town- 
ship August  22,  1885.  His  father,  William 
Milliken,  was  born  in  Cadiz  Township  in  the 
year  1838,  his  entire  life  having  been  passed  in 
Harrison  County,  where  he  was  continuously 
identified  with  farm  industry, — in  Cadiz  and 
Nottingham  Townships.  He  was  the  owner  of 
a valuable  farm  property  of  187  acres  at  the 
time  of  his  death,  on  December  13,  1916,  his 
wife  having  passed  away  in  1889.  He  was  a 
son  of  Michael  Milliken,  who  was  born  in  Green 
Township,  this  county,  October  25,  1812,  wh-m 
this  section  of  the  Buckeye  State  was  mainly  a 
forest  wilderness.  He  was  a son  of  John  and 
Hannah  (Karbaugh)  Milliken,  who  were  born 
and  reared  in  Pennsylvania,  where  their  mar- 
riage was  solemnized.  Mark  Milliken,  father 
of  John,  was  a native  of  England  and  w**s  a 
young  man  when  he  came  to  America  and 
established  his  home  in  Penngylvnla.  in  the  old 
Keystone  State  John  Milliken  learned  the  shoe- 
maker’s trade,  and  this  he  found  of  much  value 


after  he  and  his  young  wife  became  pioneer 
settlers  in  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  where  Mr. 
Milliken  first  settled  on  a tract  of  wild  land 
In  Green  Township,  whence  in  1815  he  removed 
to  the  farm  which  later  was  owned  and  occu- 
pied by  their  son  Michael.  Here  John  Milliken 
died  In  1856,  at  the  age  of  seventy-nine  years, 
his  wife  having  passed  away  at  the  age  of  sixty 
years.  In  1838  Michael  Milliken  was  united  in 
marriage  to  Charity  Day,  who  likewise  was 
born  and  reared  in  Harrison  County,  and  they 
passed  the  remainder  of  their  lives  on  their  old 
homestead  farm  in  Cadiz  Township,  Mr.  Milli- 
ken having  reclaimed  much  of  his  land  from 
the  native  forest.  He  became  the  owner  of  248 
acres  of  land,  In  Cadiz  and  Nottingham  town- 
ships, and  was  one  of  the  honored  and  in- 
fluential men  of  his  community.  His  political 
support  was  given  to  the  whig  party  until  the 
organization  of  the  republican  party,  when  he 
allied  himself  loyally  with  the  latter.  He  and 
his  wife  were  venerable  in  age  at  the  time  of 
their  deaths,  and  of  their  four  children,  Wil- 
liam, father  of  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  was 
the  eldest;  John  is  deceased;  Adeline  became 
the  wife  of  George  Christie,  and  they  estab- 
lished their  home  in  the  State  of  Iowa;  and 
Hannah  Margaret  became  the  wife  of  Albert 
Rogers,  a farmer  of  Cadiz  Township. 

William  Milliken  was  reared  on  the  home 
farm  and  secured  his  early  education  in  the 
common  schools  of  the  locality.  In  his  active 
career  he  well  maintained  the  prestige  of  the 
family  name  through  his  loyalty  as  a citizen 
and  his  resourceful  and  productive  activities 
as  an  agriculturist  and  stock-grower.  Follow- 
ing their  marriage  he  and  his  wife  returned  to 
Nottingham  Township,  where  (the  wife  died 
September  13,  1887.  In  1891  he  married  Hanna 
(Hines)  Blair,  the  widow  of  Albert  Blair,  and 
then  came  to  Cadiz  Township  where  he  died. 
His  widow  survives.  By  his  first  marriage  Wil- 
liam Milliken  became  the  father  of  three  chil- 
dren: Lennie  became  the  wife  of  Obediah  K. 
Ourant  and  she  is  deceased;  Nannie  is  the 
widow  of  Frank  Carson;  and  Harry  M.  is  the 
youngest  of  the  children. 

Harry  M.  Milliken  is  indebted  to  the  public 
schools  of  his  native  township  for  his  youthful 
education,  and  he  was  associated  with  his 
father  in  the  work  and  management  of  the  old 
home  farm  until  the  latter’s  death,  his  present 
farm  property  being  a portion  of  the  land 
formerly  owned  by  his  father.  He  gives  his 
attention  to  well  diversified  agriculture  and  also 
raises  excellent  grades  of  live  stock.  He  is  a 
republican,  but  has  no  desire  for  political  ac- 
tivity or  official  preferment.  August  18,  1909, 
recorded  his  marriage  to  Miss  Florence  Keesey, 
daughter  of  John  and  Mary  (Haverfleld) 
Keesey,  of  Harrison  County,  and  they  have 
three  children — Allen  Scott,  born  May  26,  1910; 
Neva  Elizabeth,  born  January  25,  1912;  and 
John  William,  born  February  21,  1915. 

Wiluam  H.  Riohey,  who  is  one  of  the  pros- 
perous and  enterprising  farmers  of  Cadiz  Town- 
ship, is  a representative  of  the  fourth  genera- 
tion of  the  Richey  family  In  Harrison  County, 
where  his  great-grandparents,  Thomas  and 
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Mary  (Clifford)  Richey,  established  their  mod- 
est home  in  a log  cabin  when  this  section  of 
Ohio  was  little  more  than  a forest  wilderness. 
Thomas  Richey  and  his  wife  were  born  and 
reared  in  Ireland,  where  their  marriage  was 
solemnized  and  whence  they  came  to  America 
about  the  year  1705.  For  the  first  decade  they 
maintained  their  residence  in  New  York  City, 
and  they  then  girded  themselves  to  face  and 
bravely  meet  the  trials  and  vicissitudes  of  pio- 
neer life  in  the  wilds  of  Ohio.  In  1805  they 
made  their  appearance  in  what  is  now  Harri- 
son County,  and  at  first  they  lived  on  a tract 
of  land  owned  by  a former  neighbor  in  Ireland, 
who  had  induced  them  to  come  to  Ohio.  Within 
a short  time  Mr.  Richey  secured  a tract  of  160 
acres  of  heavily  timbered  land,  on  which  he 
made  a clearing  in  the  midst  of  the  forest  and 
provided  space  for  the  erection  of  his  little  log 
cabin.  A man  of  vigor  and  ambition,  he  not 
only  began  the  reclaiming  of  his  land  but  also 
established  within  a comparatively  short  time 
after  coming  here  a saw  mill.  This  was  lo- 
cated on  his  embryonic  farm  and  was  one  of 
the  first  mills  in  the  county.  He  developed  a 
prosperous  business  in  supplying  rough  lumber 
for  the  incoming  settlers,  and  he  was  one  of 
the  leaders  in  the  pioneer  community.  His  loved 
and  devoted  wife,  who  shared  with  him  in  the 
experience  of  frontier  life,  died  In  1823.  at  the 
age  of  fifty-three  years,  and  he  died  in  Septem- 
ber of  the  following  year,  both  having  been 
earnest  members  of  the  Associated  Reformed 
Church.  Of  their  children  two  died  in  infancy; 
Mrs.  Margaret  Milliken  was  a resident  of  Allen 
County,  Indiana,  at  the  time  of  her  death; 
Mary  became  the  wife  of  James  Haverfield  and 
both  died  in  Harrison  County;  Jane  became 
the  wife  of  Joseph  Watson,  of  this  county, 
where  they  remained  until  their  deaths;  Samuel 
passed  his  entire  life  in  this  county;  John  M., 
grandfather  of  Wiliam  H.,  of  this  sketch,  was 
the  next  In  order  of  birth;  Sarah  married  Nim- 
rod Wagers,  and  after  his  death  became  the 
wife  of  John  Weaver,  and  she  died  in  Harrison 
County;  Thomas  was  a farmer  in  Cadiz  Town- 
ship until  the  close  of  his  life;  and  Nancy  was 
the  wife  of  John  Haverfield,  a well  known  citi- 
zen of  Harrison  County. 

John  M.  Richey  was  reared  on  the  pioneer 
farm  and  profited  duly  by  the  facilities  afforded 
in  the  common  schools  of  the  locality  and  period. 
As  a young  man  he  married  Miss  Anne  Gil- 
more, who  was  born  in  Jefferson  County.  Ohio, 
a daughter  of  Robert  and  Elizabeth  (Collins) 
Gilmore,  and  after  their  marriage  they  remained 
with  George  McFadden,  an  uncle,  in  whose  home 
Mrs.  Richey  had  been  reared,  until  his  death, 
when  they  came  into  possession  of  a farm  in 
Cadiz  Township  on  which  Mr.  Richey  had  been 
born.  There  they  remained  thirty-one  years,  at 
the  expiration  of  which  they  removed  to  the  Vil- 
lage of  Cadiz,  where  the  death  of  the  loved  wife 
and  mother  occurred  three  years  later.  In  18,80. 
Mr.  Richey  survived  her.  He  was  a democrat 
in  politics,  and  both  he  and  his  wife  were  active 
members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  They  be- 
came the  parents  of  ten  children:  Mary  became 
the  wife  of  Samuel  McFadden,  and  her  death 


occurred  In  her  native  county;  Ruth  married 
Craig  Gilmore,  and  they  established  their  home 
in  Illinois;  George  died  young;  Eliza  Jane  mar- 
ried Samuel  McFadden,  of  Cadiz  Township; 
Arabella  became  the  wife  of  James  McFadden, 
of  the  same  township;  Thomas  J.  is  a success 
ful  farmer  in  that  township;  Robert  Gilmore 
married  Susan  C.  Dickerson,  and  they  removed 
to  the  State  of  Missouri;  Samuel  was  the  next 
in  order  of  birth;  Martha,  whose  twin  died  in 
infancy,  became  the  wife  of  John  Osburn,  of 
Archer  Township,  and  in  her  home  her  vener- 
able father  passed  the  closing  years  of  his  life. 

Samuel  Richey  was  born  in  Cadiz  Township 
March  24,  1850,  and  was  there  reared  to  man- 
hood on  the  farm  of  his  father,  the  late  John 
M.  Richey,  his  educational  advantages  having 
been  those  of  the  district  schools.  September 
10,  1873,  he  wedded  Miss  Martha  M.  Hedges, 
daughter  of  Samuel  and  Sarah  (Rowley) 
Hedges,  of  Cadiz  Township,  and  In  the  follow- 
ing year  they  established  their  home  on  the 
farm  in  Cadiz  Township  which  is  their  present 
place  of  residence,  within  a comparatively  short 
distance  from  Cadiz,  the  county  seat.  Mr. 
Richey  has  long  been  numbered  among  the  sub- 
stantial farmers  and  influential  citizens  of  Cadiz 
Township,  and  is  now  president  of  the  Farmers 
Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Company  of  Harrison 
County.  He  Is  a stalwart  in  the  local  camp 
of  the  democratic  party,  and  he  and  his  wife 
are  members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  at 
Cadiz,  of  which  he  is  an  elder.  Their  home  is 
one-half  a mile  northwest  of  that  city,  on  the 
Moravian  road,  and  their  substantial  brick  resi- 
dence was  erected  in  1838  by  Thomas  Hender- 
son. the  former  owner  of  the  well  improved 
farm.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Richey  have  but  one  child, 
William  H. 

William  H.  Richey  was  born  on  the  old  home- 
stead farm  in  Cadiz  Township,  which  was  the 
birthplace  of  his  paternal  grandfather,  and  the 
date  of  his  nativity  was  April  3,  1875.  He  duly 
availed  himself  of  the  advantages  of  the  public 
schools  of  his  native  county,  and  in  the  mean- 
while gained  valuable  experience  in  connection 
with  the  productive  activities  of  his  father’s 
farm,  with  the  work  and  management  of  which 
he  continued  his  association  until  1892.  when 
he  engaged  in  the  livery  business  at  Cadiz.  He 
continued  this  enterprise  six  years,  and  he  then 
removed  to  a farm  not  far  distant  from  that 
which  he  now  owns  and  occupies.  To  the  lat- 
ter farm,  of  125  acres,  Cadiz  Township,  he 
removed  in  1903,  and  here  he  Is  successfully 
giving  his  attention  to  diversified  agriculture 
and  the  raising  of  live  stock,  with  preference 
given  to  sheep.  His  political  allegiance  is  given 
to  the  democratic  party,  but  he  has  had  no 
ambition  for  political  preferment,  his  commun- 
ity attitude  being  that  of  a progressive  and 
public-spirited  citizen.  He  and  his  wife  hold 
membership  in  the  Presbyterian  Church  at 
Cadiz. 

On  the  29th  of  January.  1897,  was  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  Mr.  Riche*  to  Miss  Emma  Dick- 
erson. who  likewise  was  bora  and  reared  in 
Harrison  County  and  who  is  a representative 
of  another  of  the  sterling  pioneer  families  of 
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this  favored  section  of  the  Buckeye  State.  Mr. 
and  Mrs*  Richey  became  the  parents  of  three 
children:  Donald  R.,  who  was  bom  January  8, 
1888,  died  on  the  30th  of  July,  1905;  Martha 
Elizabeth,  who  was  bom  August  5,  1902,  was 
graduated  in  the  Cadiz  High  School  as  a mem- 
ber of  the  class  of  1920;  and  Samuel  D.,  who 
was  bom  May  18,  1912,  is  attending  school  In 
the  home  district. 

John  M.  Elliott  has  every  reason  to  take 
pride  in  his  fine  homestead  farm,  and  is  the 
fortunate  owner  of  a landed  estate  of  400 
acres  in  Monroe  Township,  Carroll  County,  and 
his  is  secure  vantage  place  as  one  of  the  pro- 
gressive and  representative  exponents  of  farm 
industry  in  his  native  county.  His  farm  is  sit- 
uated one-half  a mile  distant  from  the  Village 
of  Dellroy,  which  is  his  postofflce  address. 

Mr.  Elliott  was  bom  In  Rose  Township,  this 
county,  on  the  3d  of  August,  1860,  and  is  a son 
of  James  Blaine  Elliott  and  Mary  (Wilson) 
Elliott,  both  likewise  natives  of  this  county. 
Aaron  Elliott,  grandfather  of  the  subject  of  this 
sketch,  was  born  In  the  north  of  Ireland,  of 
Scotch  ancestry,  and  was  there  reared  and 
educated.  When  ten  years  old  he  embarked  on 
a sailing  vessel  at  Londonderry,  Ireland,  and 
voyaged  across  the  Atlantic  ocean  to  the  port 
of  New  York  City  with  his  mother  and  family. 
Thence  he  proceeded  to  Philadelphia  and  later 
to  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania,  where  he 
remained  a few  years.  In  1817  he  came  to 
Carroll  County,  Ohio,  and  became  one  of  Its 
sterling  pioneer  settlers,  where  he  instituted  the 
reclamation  and  development  of  a farm  of  163 
acres,  a Government  claim,  where  he  and  his 
wife  passed  the  remainder  of  their  lives,  his 
death  having  occurred  In  1857.  Of  the  family 
of  two  sons  and  five  daughters  James  B.  was 
the  youngest,  and  he  passed  his  entire  life  on 
the  old  home  farm  in  Rose  Township  which 
was  the  place  of  his  birth.  He  was  one  of  the 
honored  pioneer  citizens  and  representative 
farmers  of  the  county  at  the  time  of  his  death, 
in  1897,  when  sixty-five  years  of  age,  and  his 
widow  attained  to  the  venerable  age  of  eighty- 
seven  years,  she  having  passed  to  the  life 
eternal  in  1917.  They  became  the  parents  of 
three  sons  and  one  daughter  and  John  M.  of 
this  review  was  the  third  In  order  of  birth, 
The  parents  were  earnest  members  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  and  the  father  was  a republi- 
can in  his  political  proclivities. 

John  M.  Elliott  passed  the  period  of  his 
childhood  and  early  youth  on  the  old  home 
farm,  assisted  in  its  work  during  the  summer 
seasons  and  attended  the  district  school  during 
the  winter  terms  until  he  was  fourteen  years 
of  age.  Thereafter  he  continued  his  studies  in 
a well  ordered  select  school  In  the  Village  of 
Dellroy  until  he  had  attained  to  the  age  of 
eighteen  years.  Thereafter  he  completed  a 
short  course  In  the  Hagerstown  Academy,  and 
be  put  his  acquirements  to  practical  test  by 
teaching  one  year  in  the  district  school  at 
Mingo,  Prairie  Township.  He  taught  the  next 
year  in  the  Willow  Run  District  School  in 
Harrison  Township,  and  his  successful  peda- 


gogic career  Included  also  one  year  of  service 
In  a district  school  in  Rose  Township.  After 
his  marriage,  in  1883,  he  continued  to  be  en- 
gaged in  farm  enterprise  on  the  old  homestead 
until  1898,  and  in  the  meanwhile  utilized  eighty 
acres  of  the  place  in  his  operations.  From  this 
nucleus,  with  the  increasing  financial  prosperity 
that  has  marked  his  course  as  a vigorous  and 
progressive  representative  of  farm  enterprise,  he 
has  gradually  added  to  his  holding  until  he  now 
has  a valuable  property  of  400  acres,  all  well 
improved  and  devoted  to  diversified  agriculture 
and  the  raising  of  excellent  types  of  live  stock. 
Mr.  Elliott  is  a stockholder  In  the  First  National 
Bank  of  Carrollton,  and  as  one  of  the  popular 
and  substantial  citizens  of  his  community  he 
has  been  called  upon  to  serve  as  trustee  of  Mon- 
roe Township  and  as  a member  of  the  School 
Board  of  his  district.  He  is  a staunch  advocate 
of  the  principles  of  the  republican  party  and 
has  always  been  ready  to  lend  his  co-operation 
in  the  furtherance  of  enterprises  projected  for 
the  general  good  of  his  home  community  and 
native  county. 

The  year  1883  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Elliott  to  Miss  Margaret  D.  Davis,  who  like- 
wise was  born  and  reared  in  Carroll  County, 
a daughter  of  William  and  Harriet  (Parr) 
Davis,  of  Monroe  Township.  In  conclusion  is 
entered  brief  record  concerning  the  children  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Elliott : Raymond  Davis,  who  was 
born  in  1886,  Is  now  a resident  of  Whittier, 
California.  Lorln  S.  married  Miss  Zella  Pearl 
Brown,  who  died  In  April,  1916.  Their  two 
children  are  Arthur  Francis  and  Margaret 
Esther.  Winona  is  the  wife  of  Ralph  Downes, 
of  Magnolia,  Carroll  County,  and  they  have  two 
children — Genevieve  and  Margaret  Ellen.  Paul, 
the  youngest  of  the  children  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Elliott,  has  to  his  honor  a splendid  record  of 
service  in  connection  with  the  nation’s  partici- 
pation in  the  late  World  war.  He  entered  ser- 
vice at  Carrollton  on  the  29th  of  April,  1918, 
and  after  having  passed  three  weeks  at  Camp 
Sherman,  Ohio,  was  sent  to  Camp  Merritt,  New 
Jersey,  where  he  became  a private  In  the  Head- 
quarters Company  of  the  Three  Hundred  and 
Thirty-second  United  States  Infantry.  On  the 
8th  of  June,  1918,  he  sailed  with  his  command 
for  the  stage  of  conflict.  He  landed  at  Liver- 
pool, England,  and  proceeded  thence  to  South- 
ampton, and  he  arrived  at  Havre,  France,  on 
the  17th  of  June.  His  initial  training  and  ser- 
vice In  France  was  in  the  Chaumont  district, 
and  there  he  was  assigned  to  the  Regimental 
Band,  the  Three  Hundred  and  Thirty-second 
Infantry  having  become  a part  of  the  Eighty- 
third  Division  of  the  American  Expeditionary 
Forces.  The  regiment  was  sent  to  Turin,  Italy, 
and  thence  to  Verona,  and  it  then  proceeded 
with  the  forces  sent  to  repel  the  Austrians  in 
Trentino,  In  which  district  he  remained  until 
October  24,  1918.  It  next  participated  in  the 
great  Treviso  drive  against  the  Austrians,  and 
in  this  action  the  command  marched  100  miles 
in  ten  days,  crossing  the  Piave  River  to  Undine 
in  Austrian  Baden.  After  this  expedition  the 
regiment  was  sent  to  Montaigne,  France,  and 
finally  it  returned  to  Treviso,  where  it  was  sta- 
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tioned  at  the  time  of  receiving  news  of  the 
signing  of  the  historic  armistice,  which  brought 
a termination  to  the  conflict.  With  his  regi- 
ment Mr.  Elliott  then  proceeded  to  Geneva, 
Italy,  and  on  the  31,st  of  November,  1918,  the 
command  set  sail  for  the  United  States.  The 
members  landed,  en  route,  at  Gibralter,  and  Mr. 
Elliott  was  thus  permitted  to  visit  and  view 
the  sights  of  that  great  English  stronghold.  He 
landed  in  the  port  of  New  York  City  on  the 
14th  of  April,  1919,  remained  ten  days  in  the 
national  metropolis,  and  finally  returned  to 
Camp  Sherman,  Ohio,  where  he  was  mustered 
out  on  the  5th  of  May,  1919,  as  a musician.  In 
the  Regimental  Band  he  had  played  the  alto 
horn.  While  in  Italy  he  made  three  visits  to 
the  City  of  Rome, — on  one  occasion  to  take 
part  in  the  concert  given  by  his  Regimental 
Band  in  honor  of  President  Wilson,  and  on  the 
other  two  occasions  to  pay  similar  tribute  to 
other  distinguished  persons,  his  regiment  acting 
os  escort  at  these  notable  events.  The  varied 
experiences  which  Paul  Elliott  met  during  the 
period  of  his  service  in  Europe  will  ever  re- 
main as  an  interesting  chapter  in  his  life  his- 
tory, and  his  record  of  patriotic  service  is  one 
that  will  reflect  enduring  honor  on  his  name. 

Jeremiah  Winings  resides  upon  the  fine  old 
homestead  farm  in  German  Township,  Harrison 
County,  that  figured  as  the  place  of  his  birth, 
and  here  he  has  added  to  the  family  name  new 
laurels  in  connection  with  the  progressive  agri- 
cultural and  live-stock  Industry,  which  has  here 
enlisted  the  attention  of  members  of  this  family 
since  the  pioneer  days.  On  his  present  farm 
Mr.  Winings  was  born  August  8.  1850.  a son  of 
John  and  Susan  (Wagner)  Winings,  both  like- 
wise natives  of  German  Township,  where  the 
former  was  bom  on  the  26th  of  March.  1817, 
a son  of  Jacob  and  Elizabeth  (Baker)  Winings. 
Jacob  Winings  was  a son  of  John  Winings, 
who  came  to  Harrison  County  from  Pennsyl- 
vania very  early  In  the  nineteenth  century,  ob- 
tained 160  acres  of  Government  land  in  German 
Township,  reclaimed  a farm  from  the  forest 
wilds,  and  here  passed  the  residue  of  his  life, 
both  he  and  his  wife  having  been  honored  pio- 
neer citizens  of  the  county  at  the  time  of  their 
deaths.  It  is  interesting  to  record  that  the 
land  which  John  Winings  thus  obtained  from 
the  Government  Is  now  a part  of  the  fine  estate 
owned  by  his  great-grandson.  Jeremiah  Win- 
ings. subject  of  this  review. 

Jacob  Winings  likewise  gained  a full  quota  of 
experience  in  connection  with  pioneer  farm  en- 
terprise In  Harrison  County,  and  after  a stage 
line  was  established  through  this  section  he 
conducted  an  old-time  tavern  or  inn  on  the 
stage  highway,  the  same  having  been  a popular 
place  of  entertainment  for  sojourners  passing 
along  the  stage  line.  Jacob  Winings  and  his 
wife  were  venerable  In  years  when  they  passed 
from  the  stage  of  life’s  mortal  endeavors,  and 
their  names  merit  place  on  the  roll  of  the  sterl- 
ing pioneer  citizens  of  this  section  of  the  Buck- 
eye State.  They  were  earnest  members  of  the 
Lutheran  Church.  The  names  and  respective 
birth  dates  of  their  children  are  here  recorded  : 


Jacob,  October  23,  1816;  John,  Jr.,  March  26, 
1817;  Peggie  Ann,  December  18,  1819  (died  In 
early  childhood)  ; Henry,  December  3,  1821; 
Peggie  and  Barbara  Ann  (twins),  September 
24,  1823;  Polly,  December  17,  1825;  Jacob  H., 
July  29,  1828;  and  Catherine  Ann,  August  27, 
1830. 

John  Winings,  Jr.,  father  of  him  whose  name 
Initiates  this  sketch,  was  reared  and  educated 
under  the  conditions  that  marked  the  pioneer 
era  in  the  history  of  Harrison  County,  and,  like 
his  able  forebears  in  the  county,  he  gave  close 
and  productive  allegiance  to  farm  industry  and 
stock  dealing  in  connection  with  which  sub- 
stantial prosperity  attended  his  jearnest  en- 
deavors. He  was  one  of  the  prominent  and 
highly  esteemed  citizens  of  German  Township 
at  the  time  of  his  death,  October  18,  1884,  his 
first  wife  having  passed  away  February  12, 
1859.  Both  were  zealous  communicants  of  the 
Lutheran  Church,  as  was  also  the  second  wife. 
Mrs.  Susan  (Wagner)  Winings  was  a daughter 
of  John  Wagner,  who  was  born  in  Germany 
and  who  became  an  early  settler  in  eastern 
Pennsylvania,  whence  he  went  forth  as  a patriot 
soldier  in  the  War  of  the  Revolution.  After  the 
close  of  this  conflict  he  became  an  early  settler 
in  Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  whence  h6  later  came 
to  Harrison  County  and  settled  in  German 
Township.  His  children  were  twelve  in  num- 
ber: Reuben  (died  in  early  childhood),  George, 
Levi,  Daniel,  John,  Henry,  Drusilla,  Polly, 
Rachel,  Susan,  Sallie  and  Katie.  John  and 
Susan  (Wagner)  Winings  became  the  parents 
of  six  children,  whose  names  and  respective 
dates  of  birth  are  here  noted:  John  E.,  March 
23,  1839;  Jacob,  September  5,  1841;  Henry,  May 
22,  1843;  Mary  Elizabeth,  March  10,  1845; 
Samantha  Jane,  September  12,  1847;  and  Jere- 
miah, subject  of  this  sketch,  August  8,  1850. 
After  the  death  of  his  first  wife  John  Winings 
married  Elizabeth  Shoemaker,  who  was  born 
March  3,  1919,  and  who  survived  him  by  sev- 
eral years,  no  children  having  been  born  of  this 
union. 

Jeremiah  Winings  was  reared  on  the  old 
homestead  which  has  ever  continued  his  place 
of  abode  and  which  to  him  is  associated  with 
most  gracious  memories.  After  having  profited 
by  the  advantages  afforded  in  the  district 
schools  of  German  Township  he  attended  the 
normal  school  at  Hopedale  and  Richmond  Col- 
lege at  Richmond,  Jefferson  County.  He  has 
thus  been  well  fortified  in  both  mental  powers 
and  practical  knowledge  in  carrying  forward 
his  activities  as  an  agriculturist  and  stock- 
grower,  and  in  this  section  of  Ohio  are  to  be 
found  few  finer  farms  than  this  well  improved 
and  valuable  landed  estate.  The  present  build- 
ings were  erected  by  Mr.  Winings, — the  fine 
farm  house  in  1893,  and  the  large  barn  in  1890. 
On  November  1,  1920,  he  sold  200  acres  of  his 
fine  farm,  including  his  splendid  residence  and 
barn,  to  the  Apex  Coal  Company  of  Cleveland, 
Ohio.  A man  of  intellectuality  and  mature 
judgment,  Mr.  Winings  is  well  fortified  in  his 
political  conviction  and  is  a staunch  supporter 
of  the  cause  of  the  republican  party.  He  nat- 
urally takes  loyal  interest  in  all  things  toucb- 
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ing  the  welfare  of  his  home  county,  and  while 
he  has  had  no  desire  for  official  preferment  he 
gave  three  years  of  effective  service  as  a mem- 
ber of  the  German  Township  Board  of  Educa- 
tion. He  and  his  wife  and  son  are  communi- 
cants of  the  Lutheran  Church,  and  the  family 
is  one  of  prominence  and  distinctive  popularity 
in  German  Township. 

June  7,  1876,  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Winings  to  Miss  Minerva  Leas,  who  was  born 
in  Salem  Township,  Jefferson  County,  April  1, 
1855,  a daughter  of  the  late  William  and  Eliza- 
beth (Miser)  Leas.  Of  this  union  were  born 
two  children — John  Leas  Winings  and  Clyde 
Blaine  Winings,  the  latter  having  been  born 
December  8,  1886,  and  his  death  having  oc- 
curred August  21,  1889.  John  Leas  Winings 
was  born  January  6,  1878,  and  after  having 
been  graduated  from  the  high  school  at  Ger- 
mano  he  completed  a course  and  was  graduated 
in  the  Oberlln  Business  College.  Except  for 
the  two  years  of  his  absence  at  school  he  has 
remained  with  his  parents  on  the  ancestral 
homestead,  and  he  is  his  father’s  efficient  co- 
adjutor in  the  work  and  management  of  the 
fine  farm. 

Ralph  M.  Wood,  an  automobile  dealer  of 
Cadiz,  was  born  In  that  city  on  December  31, 
1889,  the  son  of  William  F.  and  Amanda 
(Laizure)  Wood.  William  T.  Wood  was  for 
many  years  actively  connected  with  the  business 
interests  of  Cadiz  and  community.  He  was 
born  October  3,  1848,  at  Grinshall  Grove,  Shrop- 
shire, England.  He  is  a son  of  Robert  Wood 
and  his  wife,  Ann  (Owens)  Wood,  of  Shrop- 
shire, England.  John  Wood,  of  the  next  genera- 
tion was  a wool  buyer  through  Ohio  in  its 
early  history.  He  lived  at  Putney  Bottom,  now 
called  Grove  Creek.  When  he  retired  from  the 
wool  business  he  moved  to  North  Adams,  Massa- 
chusetts, and  died  there. 

Robert  Wood  was  a cabinetmaker,  and  in 
1862  he  located  in  Cadiz,  ending  his  days  there. 
When  he  first  came  to  Cadiz  he  worked  for 
J.  W.  Gillespie  In  the  furniture  trade.  Later 
he  became  a manufacturer  of  furniture.  He 
had  two  sons,  William  T.  Wood  and  Frederick, 
the  latter  dying  in  England  at  the  age  of  four 
years. 

While  living  in  England  Mr.  and  Mrs.  W.  T. 
Wood  were  members  of  the  Church  of  England 
— 'Episcopalian,  but  in  Cadiz  Mrs.  Wood  united 
with  the  Methodists.  In  1868  W.  T.  Wood  en- 
tered the  grocery  store  owned  bv  Samuel  Fergu- 
son as  a clerk,  remaining  ten  years  In  the  posi- 
tion. Later  he  clerked  In  other  stores  until 
1879,  at  which  time  he  formed  a partnership 
with  Regin  Fur  bay  in  a grocery  store.  Three 
years  later  Mr.  Furbny  disposed  of  his  interest 
to  J.  H.  Moore,  and  Wood  and  Moore  were  part- 
ners for  a time.  Finally  Mr.  Wood  bought  the 
partner’s  share  and  has  continued  the  grocery, 
hardware  and  queensware  business  alone.  As 
clerk  and  proprietor  he  has  been  in  the  grocery 
business  more  than  half  a century. 

Aside  from  his  mercantile  business  Mr.  Wood 
is  president  of  the  Third  Equitable  Building  and 
Loan  Company  of  Cadiz.  He  is  also  president  of 


the  Cadiz  Electric  Light  and  Power  Company. 
In  1875  he  married  Amanda  Laizure,  a daughter 
of  Elijah  Laizure.  Their  children  are:  Fred  C. 
Wood,  who  has  mining  Interests  and  lives  in 
Denver,  Colorado.  Edith,  wife  of  S.  A.  McCool, 
lives  in  Kansas  City,  Missouri;  and  Robert  and 
Ralph  M.,  of  Harrison  County.  Mr.  Wood  is  a 
member  of  the  I.  O.  O.  F.  Lodge,  and  with  his 
family  is  a member  of  the  Methodist  Church 
in  the  community. 

When  he  had  completed  his  studies  in  the 
Cadiz  Public  Schools  Ralph  M.  Wood  entered 
Bliss  Business  College  in  Columbus  in  1907, 
and  graduated  there.  His  first  business  rela- 
tion was  with  the  First  National  Bank  of  Cadiz 
as  a bookkeeper,  where  he  remained  ten  and 
one-half  years.  In  May,  1919,  he  became  cash- 
ier of  the  First  National  Bank  of  Hopedale,  in 
Harrison  County,  where  he  continued  about  one 
year,  since  which  time  he  has  been  handling 
the  Dodge  Brothers  automobiles,  he  controlling 
one-half  of  Harrison  County  for  the  sale  of  that 
car.  He  still  maintains  his  residence  in  Cadiz. 

On  June  7,  1917,  R.  M.  Wood  married  Alberta, 
daughter  of  W.  A.  and  Minnesota  (Conwell) 
Holmes,  and  they  have  one  daughter,  Edith 
Jean.  Mr.  Wood  is  a Blue  Lodge  and  Chapter 
Mason  of  Cadiz,  and  a Knight  Templar  of 
Steubenville. 

Benjamin  E.  Harrison.  In  connection  with 
his  ownership  of  a fine  farm  of  100  acres  In 
North  Township,  Harrison  County,  Mr.  Harri- 
son has  in  his  possession  the  original  patent  or 
deed  to  the  property,  the  same  having  been 
issued  by  the  Government  to  Emanuel  Hen- 
dricks, bearing  date  of  December  10,  1827,  and 
bearing  the  signature  of  John  Quincy  Adams, 
who  was  then  President  of  the  United  States. 
This  ancient  document  is  on  old-time  sheep- 
skin parchment  and  is  an  interesting  historical 
object. 

Benjamin  Edgar  Harrison  was  born  in  the 
township  that  is  now  his  place  of  residence, 
and  the  date  of  his  nativity  was  October  5, 
1869.  John  Harrison,  of  Yorkshire,  England, 
was  one  of  the  first  English  pioneer  settlers  in 
North  Township,  Harrison  County,  where  he 
established  his  home  in  1816  and  where  he 
secured  a tract  of  Government  land.  In  1823, 
however,  he  returned  to  his  native  land,  and 
there  his  death  occurred  about  ten  years  later, 
when  he  was  seventy  years  of  age,  his  wife 
likewise  having  died  in  England,  where  he 
owned  an  excellent  form  of  114  acres,  in  York- 
shire. Joseph  Harrison,  son  of  John,  was  six- 
teen years  of  age  when  he  accompanied  his 
father  to  Harrison  County  in  1816,  and  here 
He  assisted  In  the  reclamation  of  the  frontier 
farm.  He  returned  to  England  in  1823,  but  in 
1826  he  again  came  to  Harrison  County,  where 
he  developed  a productive  farm  in  North  Town- 
ship, and  where  he  continued  his  residence  until 
his  death,  April  13,  1878.  He  was  first  a demo- 
crat and  later  a republican  in  politics,  and  his 
earnest  religious  faith  was  that  of  the  Metho- 
dist Episcopal  Church.  He  was  a man  of  ster 
ling  character  and  marked  ability,  and  he  con- 
tributed his  share  to  the  civic  and  industrial 
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development  and  progress  of  Harrison  County. 
In  1828  he  wedded  Miss  Ellen  Hartley,  whose 
father,  Christopher  Hartley,  came  from  Carlton, 
England,  and  became  a pioneer  farmer  In  Har- 
rison County.  He  remained  in  North  Township 
until  his  death  in  1864.  at  the  venerable  age  of 
eighty-six  years,  and  his  widow  was  seventy- 
eight  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  her  death  in 
1867.  Their  children  were  seven  in  number. 
Mrs.  Harrison  died  in  1863,  at  the  age  of  forty- 
seven  years,  and  was  survived  by  two  sons, 
John  and  William  C.,  a third  son.  Joseph,  hav- 
ing died  in  1847,  at  the  age  of  seven  years.  In 
1867  Joseph  Harrison  married  Sarah  Heron, 
who  long  survived  him  and  whose  death  oc- 
curred in  1800,  when  she  was  seventy-seven 
years  of  age.  Mr.  Harrison  served  as  township 
trustee  and  was  otherwise  influential  in  com- 
munity affairs,  with  high  place  in  popular  con- 
fidence and  esteem. 

William  C.  Harrison,  son  of  Joseph  and 
father  of  the  subject  of  this  review,  was  born 
on  the  old  family  homestead  in  North  Town- 
ship October  29,  1837,  and  in  this  township  he 
passed  his  entire  life,  which  was  marked  by 
continuous  and  successful  association  with  farm 
industry.  As  a boy  and  youth  he  attended 
school  at  Richmond,  Jefferson  County,  where 
for  some  time  his  roommate  was  Gen.  George  A. 
Custer,  who  met  hls  death  in  the  historic  Indian 
massacre  that  perpetuates  his  name,  a personal 
letter  from  General  Custer  to  William  C.  Harri- 
son Mng  one  of  the  prized  family  heirlooms  at 
the  present  time.  In  1863  Mr.  Harrison  and  hls 
wife  established  their  home  on  the  farm  in 
North  Township  which  continued  to  be  the  stage 
of  his  activities  until  his  death,  in  1912.  He 
made  excellent  improvements  on  this  place  of 
166  acres,  and  he  was  one  of  the  representative 
farmers  and  influential  and  honored  citizens  of 
North  Township,  where  he  served  two  terms  as 
township  trustee.  lie  was  affiliated  with  the 
Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  was  a re- 
publican in  politics  and  his  widow,  who  now 
resides  with  her  youngest  daughter  at  Dennison, 
Tuscarawas  County,  is  a devoted  communicant 
of  the  Lutheran  Church. 

In  the  autumn  of  the  year  1860  Mr.  Harrison 
married  Miss  Elizabeth  Ann  Waddington,  who 
was  born  iu  Harrison  County  December  4,  1841, 
and  who  is  a daughter  of  William  and  Ann 
(Wallace)  Waddington,  whose  marriage  was 
solemnized  in  this  county  in  February,  1839. 
William  Waddington  was  born  in  Yorkshire, 
England,  in  1815,  and  came  to  America  in  1835. 
His  wife  was  born  in  Pennsylvania  and,  as  be- 
fore intimated,  was  a resident  of  Harrison 
County  at  the  time  of  their  marriage.  They 
subsequently  established  their  home  on  a farm 
in  Tuscarawas  County,  where  they  passed  the 
remainder  of  their  lives.  They  became  the  par- 
ents of  ten  children — James,  Elizabeth,  John, 
William  Henry,  Mary  Jane,  Sarah,  Amos.  Isaac. 
David  Fillmore  and  Elmer.  Of  the  children  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  William  C.  Harrison  the  first  born 
was  Elmer,  who  died  at  the  age  of  eighteen 
months;  Mary  is  the  wife  of  C.  Melvin  Liggett, 
a farmer  near  Leesvllle,  Carroll  County;  Anna 
is  the  wife  of  Frank  McCullough,  of  Richmond, 


Jefferson  County;  Hannah  died  In  infancy;  Ben- 
jamin Edgar,  of  this  review,  was  the  next  in 
order  of  birth;  Laura  is  the  widow  of  Homer 
Porter  and  resides  at  East  Springfield,  Ohio; 
William  W.  is  a resident  of  Denver,  Colorado; 
Grace  is  the  wife  of  Ross  Stewart,  of  Carroll- 
ton, Ohio;  Joseph  is  specifically  mentioned  in 
an  appending  personal  sketch;  and  Florence  is 
the  wife  of  Chester  Adrian,  of  Dennison,  Ohio, 
where  her  widowed  mother  resides  with  them. 

Benjamin  Edgar  Harrison,  who  is  more  fa- 
miliarly known  by  his  second  personal  name, 
gained  his  early  education  in  the  district 
schools  of  North  Township  and  supplemented 
this  by  a commercial  course  of  one  year  at  Scio 
College.  From  his  boyhood  he  has  been  con- 
tinuously associated  with  farm  industry  in  his 
native  township,  and  his  successful  activities 
include  a well  ordered  dairy  business.  His  po- 
litical allegiance  is  given  to  the  republican 
party,  and  he  and  his  wife  hold  membership  in 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  at  Scio,  where 
he  is  also  affiliated  with  the  lodge  of  the 
Knights  of  Pythias.  He  Is  alert  and  progres- 
sive in  his  farm  enterprise  and  as  a citizen 
takes  deep  interest  In  all  things  touching  the 
welfare  of  his  native  county. 

On  the  6th  of  November,  1895,  was  solemn- 
ized the  marriage  of  Mr.  Harrison  to  Miss  Sadie 
Markley,  daughter  of  Mathias  and  Sarah  Jane 
(Shambaugh)  Markley,  of  whom  adequate  men- 
tion is  made  on  other  pages  of  this  work,  in 
the  personal  sketch  of  Jeremiah  J.  Arbaugh. 
The  Markley  family  was  one  of  pioneer  promi- 
nence and  influence  in  Harrison  County,  and 
Mathias  Markley,  father  of  Mrs.  Harrison, 
passed  his  entire  life  in  this  county,  his  death 
having  occurred  on  his  old  home  farm  In  Rum- 
ley  Township  October  22,  1887,  and  his  widow 
having  survived  him  by  a number  of  years. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Harrison  have  five  children — 
Byron  W.,  Ralph,  Eva,  Frederick  and  Edgar. 
Byron  W.  Harrison  loyally  responded  to  the 
nation’s  call  for  service  in  connection  with  the 
late  World  war,  but  was  rejected  one  week  after 
arriving  at  Camp  Sherman,  Ohio,  by  reason  of 
impaired  vision.  He  married  on  January  5. 
1921,  Sue  Frances  Crawford,  daughter  of 
Alexander  and  Nannie  (Mitchell)  Crawford,  of 
North  Township.  Ralph  Harrison,  in  and  on 
the  same  date  as  his  brother,  this  being  a 
double  wedding,  wedded  Vera  Mae  Easlick, 
daughter  of  Charles  Easlick  of  North  Town- 
ship. 

Joseph  Harrison,  younger  brother  of  Benja- 
min Edgar  Harrison,  in  whose  personal  sketch, 
immediately  preceding  this,  is  given  adequate 
record  concerning  the  family  history,  was  born 
on  the  farm  which  is  his  present  place  of  resi- 
dence. in  North  Township,  Harrison  County, 
and  the  date  of  his  nativity  was  March  24,  1880. 
He  has  remained  continuouslv  on  the  old  home 
farm,  and  his  youthful  education  was  acquired 
in  the  public  schools  of  his  native  township. 
His  practical  experience  in  connection  with 
farm  activities  has  well  qualified  him  for  suc- 
cessful enterprise  in  this  important  field  of  en- 
deavor, and  he  Is  one  of  the  representative  agri- 
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eulturists  and  stock-raisers  of  the  younger 
generation  in  North  Township.  His  political 
allegiance  is  given  to  the  republican  party,  and 
he  and  his  wife  hold  membership  in  the  Metho- 
dist Episcopal  Church. 

The  year  1910  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Harrison  to  Miss  Eva  Carpenter,  who  was  born 
and  reared  in  Guernsey  County,  and  who  is  a 
daughter  of  Frederick  and  Mary  (McCourt) 
Carpenter.  The  pleasant  home  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Harrison  is  brightened  by  the  presence  of  their 
three  children — Charles,  Kathryn  and  Mary 
Martha. 

Dempsey  S.  Hines  is  effectively  maintaining 
both  as  a citizen  of  loyalty  and  public  spirit 
and  as  a successful  exponent  of  agricultural 
industry  the  distinctive  honors  of  a family  name 
that  has  been  linked  with  the  history  of  Harri- 
son County  for  more  than  a century,  and  it  is 
pleasing  to  record  that  his  activities  as  a 
farmer  are  staged  on  the  fine  old  homestead 
in  Cadiz  Township  upon  which  his  great-grand- 
father, Rudolph  Hines,  settled  in  1814. 

Rudolph  Hines  was  born  in  Germany,  a son 
of  John  Hines,  and  was  a youth  when  he  ac- 
companied his  parents  to  America,  prior  to  the 
War  of  the  Revolution,  in  which  he  took  part  as 
a valiant  young  soldier  in  the  Continental  Line. 
He  came  to  Ohio  in  the  early  part  of  the  first 
decade  of  the  nineteenth  century,  as  is  demon- 
strated by  the  fact  that  it  is  a matter  of  record 
that  in  1806  he  removed  with  his  family  from 
Steubenville.  Jefferson  County,  this  state,  into 
Virginia,  where  he  was  engaged  in  farming 
about  eight  years,  within  which  time  he  saw 
the  first  steamboat  pass  down  the  Ohio  River. 
In  the  spring  of  1914  he  came  with  his  family 
to  Harrison  County  and  established  his  home  in 
a pioneer  log  house  that  long  remained  a land- 
mark in  Cadiz  Township,  on  the  farm  now 
owned  and  occupied  by  his  grandson  Dempsey 
S.,  of  this  sketch.  He  reclaimed  much  of  his 
land  from  the  virgin  forest  and  continued  to 
occupy  the  little  log  house  until  his  death,  at 
the  age  of  ninety  years,  his  wife  surviving  him 
but  a short  time.  They  were  the  parents  of 
twelve  children,  all  of  whom  are  now  deceased. 

William  Hines,  son  of  Rudolph  and  Sarah 
(Huff)  Hines,  was  bom  in  Allegany  County, 
Maryland,  March  19,  1800,  and  was  four  years 
old  when  the  family  home  was  established  at 
Steubenville,  Ohio,  whence  about  one  year  later 
removal  was  made  to  Virginia,  as  above  noted. 
Thus  he  was  about  twelve  years  of  age  when 
the  family  home  was  established  in  Harrison 
County.  Ohio,  where  he  was  reared  to  manhood 
on  the  pioneer  farm,  and  where  on  the  15th  of 
February.  1827.  was  solemnized  his  marriage  to 
Isabella,  daughter  of  John  and  Jane  (Mahon) 
Hitchcock,  the  former  a native  of  Maryland  and 
the  latter  of  Ireland,  she  having  been  a child 
at  the  time  of  the  family  immigration  to 
America,  and  the  parents  of  her  husband  like- 
wise having  been  natives  of  the  Emerald  Isle. 
William  Hines  continued  to  reside  upon  the  old 
home  farm  of  his  father  until  he  too  was  sum- 
moned to  eternal  rest,  September  8,  1887,  his 
wife  having  survived  him  by  more  than  a dec- 


ade, her  death  having  occurred  April  15,  1660. 
Mr.  Hines  was  eighty-seven  years  of  age  at  the 
time  of  his  death,  and  was  one  of  the  best 
known  and  most  highly  honored  pioneer  citizens 
of  the  county,  where  his  valuable  landed  estate 
comprised  about  380  acres  at  the  time  of  his 
death.  His  widow  was  born  January  24.  1806, 
and  thus  was  ninety-three  years  of  age  when 
she  passed  from  the  stage  of  mortal  life,  secure 
in  the  reverent  affection  of  all  who  knew  her. 
They  were  earnest  members  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  and  in  politics  Mr.  Hines 
was  first  a whig  and  later  a repupblican.  Of 
the  children  the  eldest  was  John  R.,  who  was 
born  May  14,  1828,  and  who  was  a resident  of 
of  Iowa  at  the  time  of  his  death;  Sarah  Jane, 
born  October  29.  1830,  became  the  wife  of  Gil- 
lespie Haverfleld  and  she  died  in  January, 
1915;  the  next  child,  a son,  died  in  infancy; 
Lemuel  Browning,  bom  April  15.  1834,  finally 
established  his  home  in  the  state  of  California, 
and  he  died  In  the  fall  of  1920;  William  F., 
father  of  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  will  be  more 
definitely  mentioned  in  a following  paragraph; 
Mary  Ellen,  born  January  13,  1839.  became  the 
wife  of  Joseph  McBeth.  of  Deersville,  Harrison 
County,  and  she  died  January  13.  1920:  Samuel 
M.,  bom  April  27.  1841,  was  a successful  farmer 
in  Nottingham  Township,  Harrison  County,  and 
his  death  occurred  October  29.  1901;  James  M. 
was  born  March  5,  1844.  and  died  In  May,  1920: 
Thomas  H.  was  born  July  5,  1847,  and  died  on 
the  30th  of  the  following  December;  and  Ezra 
Lawson,  who  was  bom  May  20,  1851,  died  May 
17,  1865. 

William -Fletcher  Hines  was  bom  on  the  old 
homestead  in  Cadiz  Township  February  28, 
1837,  and  he  received  the  advantages  of  the 
common  schools  of  the  locality  and  period.  He 
remained  on  the  home  farm  until  the  outbreak 
of  the  Civil  War,  when,  in  1861,  he  enlisted  a* 
a member  of  Company  F,  Ninety-eighth  Ohio 
Volunteer  Infantry,  which  was  assigned  to  the 
Army  of  the  Cumberland  and  with  which  he 
continued  in  active  service  nearly  three  years. 
He  participated  in  sixteen  major  battles,  be- 
sides many  skirmishes  and  other  minor  en- 
gagements. He  was  slightly  wounded  in  one  en- 
gagement, but  this  did  not  long  incapacitate 
him,  but  it  was  his  misfortune,  however,  to 
have  contracted  typhoid  fever,  which  caused 
him  to  be  confined  four  months  In  a military 
hospital  at  Nashville.  Tennessee.  TTpon  his  re- 
covery he  rejoined  his  regiment,  with  which  he 
remained  until  the  close  of  the  war.  his  honor- 
able discharge  having  been  received  June  10, 
1865. 

After  the  close  of  his  faithful  and  gallant 
service  ns  a soldier  of  the  Union  Mr.  Hines  re- 
turned to  the  home  farm,  and  on  the  7th  of 
February.  1867,  was  united  in  marriage  to  Miss 
Christina  Spiker.  who  likewise  was  bom  and 
reared  in  Harrison  County,  a daughter  of  Chris- 
topher and  Ara  (Carnes)  Spiker.  who  were 
pioneers  of  the  county,  where  the  father  died  in 
1870  and  the  mother  In  1879.  William  F.  Hines 
continued  his  active  operations  as  one  of  the 
representative  farmers  of  Cadiz  Township  until 
1911,  when  he  removed  with  his  wife  to  Cadiz, 
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where  he  lived  retired  until  his  death,  which 
occurred  December  7,  1917,  and  where  his 
widow  still  resides.  His  farm,  a part  of  the 
land  entered  by  his  grandfather,  is  now  oc- 
cupied by  his  son  Dempsy  8.  In  politics  Mr. 
Hines  was  unfaltering  in  his  allegiance  to  the 
Republican  party,  he  was  affiliated  with  the 
Orand  Army  of  the  Republic,  and  his  religious 
faith  was  that  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  of  which  his  venerable  widow  likewise 
Is  a devoted  member.  They  became  the  parents 
of  five  children : Ara  Bell  is  the  wife  of  Oliver 
B.  Tipton,  of  Harrison  County;  Dempsey  S., 
Immediate  subject  of  this  review,  was  the  next 
in  order  of  birth;  Philip  Ora  is  a resident  of 
the  city  of  Chicago ; Mary  Maude  is  the  wife  of 
D.  R.  Baker,  of  Harrison  County;  and  Lemuel 
Oscar  died  In  childhood. 

Dempsey  8.  Hines  was  born  near  the  farm 
upon  which  he  now  resides,  and  the  date  of  his 
nativity  was  January  21,  1860.  His  early  edu- 
cation was  secured  in  the  public  schools  of 
Cadiz  Township,  and  for  the  past  twenty  years 
he  has  had  the  active  management  of  the  old 
homestead  farm  on  which  his  great-grandfather 
settled  more  than  a century  ago.  Here  he  now 
owns  102  acres,  and  he  is  one  of  the  enterpris- 
ing and  progressive  agriculturists  and  stock- 
growers  of  his  native  county.  He  has  served 
since  1918  as  a member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
-of  (Cadiz  Township,  and  is  loyal  and  liberal  in 
support  of  measures  advanced  for  the  general 
good  of  his  home  community  and  native  county, 
his  political  allegiance  being  given  to  the  Re- 
publican party  and  both  he  and  his  wife  are 
active  members  of  Asbury  Chapel  of  the  Meth- 
♦ odist  fkflscopal  Church,  not  far  distant  from 
tthetr  attractive  rural  home. 

August  3,  1898,  recorded  the  marriage  of 
D.  R.  Hines  to  Miss  Myrtle  Belle  Smith,  daugh- 
ter of  Frank  and  Sarah  Elizabeth  (Johnson) 
Smith,  of  Cadiz  Township,  and  the  two  children 
of  this  union  are  Wilma  Frances,  bora  June  1, 
1809,  and  Pauline  Bernice,  born  May  3,  1913. 
Wilma  married  on  January  21,  1920,  William 
McClellan  Patterson,  son  of  William  N.  Patter- 
son, of  Harrison  County. 

Michael  H.  Finnicum  has  been  a resident  of 
Harrison  County  from  the  time  of  his  birth,  is  a 
representative  of  an  old  and  well  known  family 
of  the  county  and  Is  today  numbered  among  the 
prosperous  exponents  of  farm  industry  in  Ger- 
man Township.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Finnicum  gave 
two  of  their  sons  to  the  nation’s  service  in  the 
great  World  War,  and  have  reason  to  take  pride 
in  the  records  made  by  these  sons  in  that  pa- 
triotic service. 

Mr.  Finnicum  was  bora  In  Rumley  Township, 
Harrison  County,  on  the  14th  of  July,  1860,  and 
Is  a son  of  John  Finnicum,  who  was  bora  in  the 
same  Township  December  30,  1832.  John  Fin- 
nicum first  married  Miss  Henrietta  Bishop,  and 
she  was  still  a young  woman  at  the  time  of  her 
death.  The  two  children  of  this  union  are 
David  E.,  bora  July  31,  1853,  and  Albert  D., 
born  April  1,  1855.  For  his  second  wife  Mr. 
Finnicum  wedded  Miss  Mary  Shambaugh.  who 
was  born  July  27,  1836,  and  the  names  and  re- 


spective birth-dates  of  the  children  of  this  union 
are  here  made  a matter  of  record:  Teresa  E„ 
April  13,  1857;  Jesse  William,  July  17,  1858; 
Michael  H.  (subject  of  this  review),  July  14, 
1860;  Samuel,  May  9,  1862;  Hettie  E.,  July  26, 
1864;  Charles  H.,  October  8,  1867;  and  Minnie 
Margaret,  March  23,  1872.  The  mother  was 
born  in  Harrison  County,  a daughter  of  the  late 
Michael  Shambaugh. 

Michael  H.  Finnicum  gained  his  early  educa- 
tion in  the  district  schools  of  Rumley  Town- 
ship and  the  village  schools  at  New  Rumley. 
His  native  township  was  also  the  stage  of  his 
Initial  activities  as  an  independent  exponent  of 
farm  enterprise,  but  after  his  marriage  in  1887 
he  established  his  home  on  his  present  fine 
farm,  comprising  265  acres  of  the  productive 
soil  of  German  township,  Harrison  county.  He 
has  made  many  improvements  on  the  place,  in- 
cluding the  erection  of  most  of  the  buildings 
that  now  mark  it  as  a center  of  thrift  and 
prosperity,  and  he  has  proved  one  of  the  vigor- 
ous agriculturists  and  stock-growers  of  the 
county,  with  special  attention  given  to  the  rais- 
ing of  fine  Delaine  sheep.  Mrs.  Finnicum  is  not 
to  be  outdone  In  initiative  and  successful  enter- 
prise, as  shown  in  the  success  which  she  has 
achieved  in  the  raising  of  chickens  of  the  White 
Wyandotte  type.  Mr.  Finnicum  is  a republican 
in  political  allegiance,  and  he  and  his  wife  hold 
membership  in  the  United  Presbyterian  Church. 

On  the  24th  of  February,  1887,  was  solemn- 
ized the  marriage  of  Mr.  Finnicum  to  Miss 
Anna  Isabel  Johnson,  who  is  a sister  of  Mrs. 
George  O.  Fleming,  the  latter  being  the  subject 
of  a personal  sketch  which  appears  on  other 
pages  and  which  gives  due  incidental  record 
concerning  the  parents  and  family  history  of 
Mrs.  Finnicum.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Finnicum  have 
four  children — John  Alexander,  Ralph  Harold, 
Lester  Acheson  and  Marshall  Leroy.  John 
Alexander  Finnicum  owns  and  successfully  con- 
ducts a well  directed  business  college  at  New- 
ark, Ohio.  The  maiden  name  of  his  wife  was 
Alwllda  M.  Lutz.  When  the  nation  became  in- 
volved in  the  World  war  John  A.  Finnicum  en- 
listed In  the  First  Officers’  Training  Camp  at 
Fort  Benjamin  Harrison,  Indianapolis,  Indiana, 
and  on  the  15th  of  August,  1917,  he  was  com- 
missioned a second  lieutenant  in  the  Quarter- 
master’s Corps.  From  the  original  camp  he  was 
sent  to  Chillicothe,  Ohio,  and  in  October,  1917, 
he  was  transferred  to  the  headquarters  of  the 
Quartermaster’s  Department,  In  the  city  of 
Washington,  D.  C.  There  he  won  promotion  to 
the  office  of  first  lieutenant,  and  later  to  the 
rank  of  captain.  He  continued  In  active  and 
efficient  service  at  the  national  capital  until 
June  15,  1919,  when  he  received  his  honorable 
discharge.  Ralph  Harold,  the  second  son,  was 
born  January  30,  1891,  and  is  associated  in  the 
work  and  management  of  the  home  farm.  Les- 
ter A.,  the  third  son,  was  bora  August  22,  1898, 
and  upon  entering  the  nation’s  service  in  Sep- 
tember, 1919,  he  was  sent  to  Paris  Island,  South 
Carolina,  where  he  received  three  months’ 
training  for  duty  In  the  United  States  Marine 
Corps.  He  was  then  transferred  to  Norfolk, 
Virginia,  and  in  August,  1919,  he  was  assigned 
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to  duty  at  Washington,  D.  C.  Thence  he  was 
sent  to  Philadelphia  on  the  1st  of  the  following 
December,  and  on  the  7th  of  that  month  sailed 
for  Haytl,  where  he  remains  in  active  service  at 
the  time  of  this  writing,  in  the  summer  of  1920. 
Marshall  Leroy,  the  youngest  of  the  children  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Finnicum,  was  born  on  the  8th  of 
December,  1906,  and  remains  at  the  parental 
home. 

William  S.  Tope,  whose  farm  of  120  acres  is 
situated  in  Monroe  Township,  Carroll  County, 
on  Rural  Mail  Route  No.  1 from  the  village  of 
Dellroy,  has  secure  standing  as  one  of  the  sub- 
stantial agriculturists  and  stock-growers  of  his 
native  county,  and  he  gives  special  attention  to 
the  raising  of  sheep  and  Shorthorn  cattle,  be- 
sides which  he  has  established  a prosperous 
business  in  the  buying  and  shipping  of  live 
stock. 

Mr.  Tope  was  born  in  Union  Township,  this 
county,  on  the  4th  of  February,  1857,  and  is  a 
representative  of  one  of  the  honored  pioneer 
families  of  this  section  of  the  Buckeye  State. 
He  is  of  Scotch-Irish  lineage  and  his  paternal 
great-grandfather  came  to  America  from  Scot- 
land. The  grandfather,  Stephen  Tope,  was  one 
of  the  early  settlers  of  Carroll  County,  where 
he  developed  a productive  farm  and  where  he 
and  his  wife  passed  the  remainder  of  their 
lives,  their  children  were  eleven  in  number. 

William  S.  Tope  Is  a son  of  Jacob  and  Jane 
(Parker)  Tope,  who  passed  their  entire  lives  in 
Carroll  County,  the  father  having  been  one  of 
the  representative  farmers  of  Monroe  Township 
at  the  time  of  his  death,  In  1886,  and  William 
S.  was  the  eldest  In  a family  of  three  children. 

The  district  schools  afforded  William  S.  Tope 
his  early  educational  advantages  and  in  the 
meanwhile  he  gained  equally  valuable  experi- 
ence in  connection  with  the  work  of  the  home 
farm.  He  continued  to  attend  school  during  the 
winter  months  until  he  had  attained  to  the  age 
of  eighteen  years,  and  his  association  with  the 
activities  of  his  father’s  farm  was  not  Inter- 
rupted until  the  time  of  his  marriage,  when 
twenty-one  years  of  age,  to  Miss  Dane  Camp- 
bell, daughter  of  James  and  Catherine  (Hustin) 
Campbell,  of  Harrison  Township.  Mrs.  Tope 
passed  to  the  life  eternal  in  1906  and  Is  survived 
by  three  children:  Oliver  James,  who  resides 
in  the  city  of  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania,  married 
Miss  Elva  Woods,  and  they  have  two  children, — 
James  and  Sarah  Jane.  Jackson  Ralph,  the 
second  son.  is  engaged  in  farming  in  Stark 
County.  The  maiden  name  of  his  wife  was 
Lettie  Brooks,  and  their  three  children  are 
Linn,  John  Lindsay  and  Katherine.  Anna,  the 
only  daughter,  is  the  wife  of  Donald  Elliott,  of 
Harrison  Township. 

On  the  11th  of  June,  1919,  was  solemnized  the 
marriage  of  Mr.  Tope  to  Mrs.  Melissa  Holmes, 
daughter  of  William  and  Rebecca  (Boggs) 
Holmes,  of  Harrison  Township,  the  Holmes 
family  having  long  been  one  of  prominence  and 
Influence  in  Carroll  County. 

After  his  first  marriage  Mr.  Tope  rented  land 
in  Monroe  Township,  where  he  became  the 
owner  of  forty  acres,  and  where  he  continued 


his  farm  enterprise  ten  years.  He  then  became 
associated  with  his  brother  Robert  In  the  hard- 
ware business  In  the  village  of  Dellroy,  vfrhere 
they  continued  successful  operations,  under  the 
firm  name  of  Tope  Brothers,  for  a period  of 
thirteen  years.  The  building  and  stock  were 
then  destroyed  by  fire,  and  William  S.  resumed 
his  association  with  farm  enterprise.  For  three 
years  he  utilized  a farm  of  160  acres  In  Harri- 
son Township,  a property  which  he  rented,  and 
he  then  purchased  a farm  of  equal  area  in  the 
same  township.  There  he  remained  eight  years, 
at  the  expiration  of  which  he  sold  the  farm  and 
engaged  in  the  dry-goods  and  grocery  business 
at  Dellroy.  Three  years  later  he  sold  this  busi- 
ness and  purchased  his  present  well  improved 
farm  of  120  acres,  where  he  has  since  continued 
his  successful  activities  as  an  agriculturist  and 
stock-grower. 

Mr.  Tope  is  a stalwart  in  the  ranks  of  the  Re- 
publican party,  and  has  been  Influential  in 
public  affairs  of  a local  order.  He  served  three 
years  as  trustee  of  Monroe  Township,  and  has 
given  effective  service  also  as  Township  Treas- 
urer and  as  a member  of  the  school  board.  He 
is  a charter  member  of  Dellroy  Orange,  Patrons 
of  Husbandry,  and  he  and  his  wife  hold  mem- 
bership in  the  Presbyterian  Church.  Mrs.  Tope 
is  a woman  of  fine  intellectuality  and  takes 
lively  interest  in  all  things  tending  to  advance 
the  social  and  material  welfare  of  the  com- 
munity, besides  being  a popular  factor  in  social 
affairs. 

John  A.  Dunlap.  In  the  compilation  of  the 
various  personal  and  family  reviews  appearing 
in  this  edition  It  has  been  specially  gratifying 
to  note  that  there  remain  in  Carroll  and  Har- 
rison County  a large  percentage  of  representa- 
tives citizens  who  are  scions  of  sterling  pioneer 
families  of  this  section  of  the  state,  and  this 
distinction  applies  to  Mr.  Dunlap,  who  owns 
and  resides  upon  the  fine  old  homestead  farm 
in  Cadiz  Township  which  figures  as  the  place  of 
his  nativity,  his  birth  having  here  occurred 
December  1,  1859.  His  grandfather,  .Samuel 
Dunlap,  was  born  and  reared  in  Pennsylvania, 
a son  of  Adam  and  Rebecca  (Work)  Dunlap, 
the  former  of  whom  was  a native  of  Ireland, 
whence  he  came  with  his  parents  to  America 
when  he  was  a lad  of  ten  years.  He  was  reared 
and  educated  in  Pennsylvania,  where  his  mar- 
riage occurred,  both  he  and  his  wife  having 
passed  the  closing  years  of  their  lives  In  Har- 
rison County,  Ohio,  where  they  were  pioneer 
settlers.  In  the  old  Keystone  State,  about  the 
year  1800,  Samuel  Dunlap  married  Miss  Sarah 
Dickerson,  daughter  of  Thomas  Dickerson,  and 
in  1807  they  came  to  what  is  now  Harrison 
County,  Ohio,  and  established  their  home  in  a 
pioneer  log  cabin  In  the  midst  of  the  forest,  Mr. 
Dunlap  having  secured  168  acres  of  govern- 
ment land  in  Cadiz  Township,  and  having  re- 
claimed the  sa me  into  a productive  farm,  which 
continues  in  the  possession  of  the  family  to  the 
present  day.  His  death  occurred  October  2, 
1839,  and  his  widow  passed  away  November  11, 
1858,  their  name  having  place  on  the  roster  of 
the  honored  pioneers  of  Harrison  County,  where 
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they  liyed  and  labored  to  goodly  ends.  They 
became  the  parents  of  seven  children,  all  of 
whom  are  now  deceased,  one  of  the  last  survi- 
vors having  been  Mrs.  Nelson  Pearce,  of  Cadiz 
Township. 

Adam  Dunlap,  father  of  John  A.  Dunlap,  was 
born  in  Fayette  County,  Pennsylvania,  in  1806, 
and  thus  was  a child  of  about  two  years  at  the 
time  of  the  family  removal  to  Harrison  County, 
where  he  was  reared  under  the  conditions  and 
influences  of  the  early  pioneer  days,  his  educa- 
tional advantages  being  limited  to  the  primitive 
subscription  schools,  which  he  attended  in  his 
boyhood.  He  eventually  became  the  owner  of 
his  father’s  old  homestead  farm,  on  which  he 
continued  to  reside  until  his  death  and  which 
is  now  owned  and  occupied  by  his  son  John  A. 
He  added  to  the  area  of  the  original  tract  and 
was  the  owner  of  a valuable  landed  estate  of 
about  400  acres  at  the  time  of  his  death,  in 
1883.  He  was  a staunch  supporter  of  the  cause 
of  the  Democratic  party,  and  assisted  in  the 
erection  of ‘the  Nottingham  Presbyterian  Church 
edifice,  he  having  been  a liberal  supporter  of 
this  church,  of  which  his  wife  was  a zealous 
member. 

As  a young  man  Adam  Dunlap  married  Miss 
Martha  Thompson,  daughter  of  David  Thomp- 
son, of  Cadiz  Township,  and  she  was  still  a 
young  woman  at  the  time  of  her  death.  They 
became  the  parents  of  three  children:  Sarah 

became  the  wife  of  John  Porter;  Martha  mar- 
ried Samuel  M.  Porter:  and  Mary  became  the 
wife  of  John  D.  Barricklow.  The  second  mar- 
riage of  Mr.  Dunlap  was  with  Miss  Elizabeth 
Jane  S pratt,  who  was  born  in  Pennsylvania  but 
who  was  a child  at  the  time  of  her  parents’  re- 
moval to  Harrison  County,  Ohio.  She  preceded 
her  husband  to  eternal  rest,  her  death  having 
occurred  May  15,  1871,  when  she  was  forty-two 
years  of  age.  Of  their  children  the  eldest. 
Nancy  E.,  now  deceased,  became  the  wife  of 
A.  M.  Ferrell,  and  they  established  their  home 
in  West  Virginia ; Elizabeth  Jane,  deceased,  be- 
came the  wife  of  Robert  Holliday,  of  Moorefleld 
Township,  Harrison  County ; Samuel  died  in 
early  childhood:  Amanda  Adeline,  deceased,  be- 
came the  wife  of  Henry  Bartow,  who  survived 
her;  John  A„  of  this  review,  was  the  next  in 
order  of  birth:  William  S.,  deceased,  was  a sub- 
stantial farmer  in  Athens  Township;  and  Clara 
Belle  died  at  the  age  of  eleven  years. 

John  A.  Dunlap  learned  in  his  boyhood  and 
youth  the  best  methods  of  carrying  on  farm 
enterprise,  for  he  early  began  to  lend  his  aid  in 
the  various  activities  of  the  old  home  farm, 
which  has  continued  to  be  the  stage  of  his  pro- 
gressive service  as  one  of  the  representative 
agriculturists  and  stock-growers  of  Harrison 
County  to  the  present  day.  He  is  the  owner  of 
a well  improved  and  valuable  landed  domain  of 
300  acres  and  is  one  of  the  substantial  and  in- 
fluential citizens  of  his  native  township.  In  the 
live-stock  department  of  his  farm  enterprise  he 
gives  special  attention  to  the  raising  of  sheep 
and  Shorthorn  cattle  of  the  best  types.  In  his 
many  years  of  active  association  with  farm  in- 
dustry he  has  kept  abreast  of  the  advance- 
ments made  in  this  important  field  of  enterprise. 


and  as  a citizen  he  is  loyal  and  public-spirited. 
His  political  allegiance  is  given  to  the  Repub- 
lican party,  and  he  and  his  wife  are  active 
members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  at  New 
Athens. 

On  the  6th  of  December,  1882,  was  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  Mr.  Dunlap  to  Miss  Mary 
Hannah  Chaney,  who  was  born  and  reared  in 
Cadiz  Township,  a daughter  of  James  and  Mar- 
garet Chaney.  Mr.  and  M3rs.  Dunlap  have  three 
children : George  Alvin,  who  is  now  superin- 

tendent of  the  public  schools  at  Jewett,  Har- 
rison County,  married  Miss  Anna  Dickerson, 
and  to  them  were  born  two  children,  Vivian 
Maxine  and  John  Albert,  but  the  son  is  de- 
ceased. Chauncey  Adam  married  Miss  Ola  Gar- 
ner, and  they  now  reside  in  the  city  of  Cleve- 
land. Clyde  Beatty,  of  Cadiz,  married  Miss 
Helen  Grear,  and  they  have  six  children — Mary 
Josephine,  Elizabeth  Jane,  Zora  Leonda,  Mil- 
dred Ellen,  Edith  May  and  a baby  daughter. 

Fre  Patton.  The  indubitable  consistency  and 
value  of  thought  and  study  as  applied  in  con- 
nection with  farm  industry  has  received  strik- 
ing demonstration  in  the  career  of  this  well 
known  citizen  and  native  son  of  Harrison 
County.  With  an  exceptionally  comprehensive 
and  well  selected  library  in  his  attractive  farm 
home,  in  Archer  Township,  the  scientific  vol- 
umes on  agronomy,  horticulture,  Irrigation,  food 
preservation  and  conservation,  etc.,  give  evi- 
dence of  the  close  study  which  he  has  given 
to  them,  and  he  has  gained  wide  reputation 
as  an  authority  in  practical  and  scientific  truck 
farming,  of  which  industry  he  is  one  of  the 
foremost  and  most  successful  exponents  in 
Ohio.  His  vigorous  and  well  disciplined  mind 
has  found  numerous  channels  through  which  to 
exert  progressive  influence,  as  later  paragraphs 
in  this  review  will  disclose,  and  it  is  gratify- 
ing to  accord  to  him  in  this  publication  the  rec- 
ognition due  him  as  one  of  the  representative 
men  of  his  native  county. 

The  eleventh  in  order  of  birth  of  a family  of 
twelve  children,  Mr.  Patton  was  born  in  Rum- 
ley  Township,  Harrison  County,  on  the  12th 
of  April.  1862,  and  is  a son  of  Matthew  M.  and 
Sarah  Jane  (McCullough)  Patton,  the  former 
of  whom  was  born  In  Fayette  County.  Penn- 
sylvania, September  3,  1815,  and  the  latter  of 
whom  was  born  in  Stock  Township,  Harrison 
County,  Ohio,  October  1,  1820.  a daughter  of 
Samuel  McCullough,  who  later  removed  to  Car- 
roll  County.  The  marriage  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Patton  was  solemnized  on  the  3d  of  March.  1842, 
and  after  a gracious  companionship  of  more 
than  thirty-six  years,  the  marital  ties  were 
broken  by  the  death  of  the  loved  wife  and 
mother,  on  the  13th  of  June,  1878.  Mr.  Patton 
had  the  sterling  qualities  that  make  for  be- 
nignant influence  in  connection  with  social  and 
industrial  progress,  and  became  one  of  the 
specially  successful  exponents  of  agricultural 
and  live-stock  enterprise  in  Harrison  County, 
where  he  accumulated  a large  and  valuable 
landed  estate,  in  Rumley  Township,  which  sec- 
tion of  the  county  continued  to  be  his  place  of 
residence  until  his  death,  at  the  age  of  eighty- 
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three  years  and  sixteen  days.  He  was  influen- 
tial in  the  local  councils  and  work  of  the  re- 
publican party,  and  both  he  and  his  wife  were 
zealous  members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 
The  names  and  respective  birth-dates  of  their 
children  are  here  made  a matter  of  permanent 
record:  Sarah  Margaret  (Mrs.  Adam  Miller), 

January  19,  1843;  James,  October  23,  1844; 
John  H.,  August  26,  1846;  Joseph,  May  7,  1848 
(died  August  22,  1851)  ; Samuel  M.,  April  12, 
1850  (died  August  31,  1851)  ; Addison,  May  25, 
1852;  William,  August  17,  1854  (died  February 
27,  1858)  ; an  infant  daughter,  born  March  12, 
1859,  died  on  the  17th  of  the  same  month;  Ida, 
February  9,  1860;  Fre,  April  12,  1862;  and 
Thomas  B.,  December  8,  1863. 

Matthew  M.  Patton  was  a son  of  Joseph  and 
Sarah  (Burns)  Patton,  who  were  born  and 
reared  in  Pennsylvania,  where  their  marriage 
was  solemnized  and  whence  they  came  to  Ohio 
in  the  spring  of  1816;  they  became  pioneer 
settlers  in  Rumley  Township,  Harrison  County, 
where  they  reclaimed  and  developed  the  fron- 
tier farm  which  continued  to  be  their  home  the 
rest  of  their  lives.  Mrs.  Patton  died  in  Sep- 
tember, 1842,  and  his  death  occurred  in  Febru- 
ary, 1851,  the  names  of  both  meriting  place  on 
the  roster  of  the  honored  pioneers  of  the  county. 
They  became  the  parents  of  ten  children — John, 
Sarah,  Joseph,  Margaret,  Matthew  M„  James, 
Mary,  Cynthia  J.  David  and  Ann,  all  deceased. 
In  politics  Mr.  Patton  was  a democrat,  and  he 
was  influential  in  public  affairs  in  Harrison 
County,  where  he  served  in  various  offices  of 
trust.  Further  data  concerning  the  Patton  fam- 
ily are  to  be  found  on  other  pages,  in  connec- 
tion with  the  personal  sketches  of  Joseph  and 
Thomas  B.  Patton. 

Fre  Patton  is  indebted  to  the  district  schools 
of  Rumley  Township  for  his  early  education, 
which  has  been  effectively  supplemented  by  his 
assiduous  study  and  reading  in  later  years,  his 
home  library  giving  evidence  of  his  appreciation 
of  the  best  In  standard  literature.  Soon  after 
attaining  to  his  legal  majority  he  became  asso- 
ciated with  his  brother,  Thomas  B.,  in  leasing 
the  old  homestead  farm,  to  the  affairs  of  which 
he  continued  to  give  his  attention  until  Janu- 
ary, 1888,  when  he  removed  to  his  present  model 
farm  of  sixty-five  acres,  in  Archer  Township, 
about  one  mile  southwest  of  the  village  of 
Jewett.  He  has  made  this  splendid  farm  a cen- 
ter of  remarkably  successful  enterprise  in  the 
raising  of  fruits  and  garden  products,  and  has 
demonstrated  in  no  uncertain  way  the  possi- 
bilities in  intensive  truck  farming  in  his  native 
county  and  state.  In  1911  Mr.  Patton  ampli- 
fied his  truck  farming  by  establishing  on  his 
farm  a canning  factory  of  modern  facilities  and 
appointments,  and  he  now  markets  virtually  all 
of  his  products  in  cans,  with  special  attention 
given  to  the  raising  and  canning  of  tomatoes, 
beans  and  pumpkins,  as  well  as  cabbages  of  the 
finest  type,  the  latter  being  largely  manufac- 
tured into  sauerkraut,  which  is  canned  on  the 
place.  There  has  been  nothing  uncertain  or 
haphazard  in  the  progressive  activities  of  Mr. 
Patton,  but,  on  the  contrary,  his  study,  his  ex- 
perimentation and  his  general  industrial  produc- 


tion have  been  carefully  and  scientifically 
directed,  with  the  result  that  In  many  senses 
he  has  established  a precedent,  even  as  he  has 
achieved  large  and  gratifying  success  and  high 
reputation  in  his  chosen  domain  of  enterprise. 
In  1895  Mr.  Patton  began  planting  catalpa 
speciosa  trees  on  his  farm,  and  his  catalpa 
speciosa  grove  of  seventeen  acres  now  shows  a 
total  of  fully  14,000  trees.  He  has  made  many 
and  punctilious  soil  experimentations  in  con- 
nection with  the  propagation  of  these  timber 
trees,  his  fine  young  forest  of  which  has  at- 
tracted attention  from  all  parts  of  Ohio,  as  well 
as  outside  the  boundaries  of  this  commonwealth. 
Another  of  the  admirable  incidental  works  of 
Mr.  Patton  has  been  the  development  and  ap- 
plication of  the  fine  irrigation  system  on  the 
bottom  lands  of  his  farm,  his  initial  work  in 
this  direction  having  been  done  a quarter  of  a 
century  ago.  Many  of  the  representative  truck- 
growers  of  Ohio  have  visited  the  Patton  farm, 
to  study  its  methods  of  cultivation,  propaga- 
tion, irrigation,  etc.  In  his  special  field  of  in- 
dustrial enterprise  Mr.  Patton  is  well  recognized 
authority,  and  he  takes  pride  not  only  in  his 
achievement  ns  a successful  truck-farmer  and 
in  the  results  that  have  attended  his  raising  of 
catalpa  trees,  but  also  in  the  lesson  and  incen- 
tive which  his  work  has  given.  He  has  gladly 
imparted  to  others  the  results  of  his  study, 
experimentation  and  practical  application.  n'Yid 
has  done  a large  amount  of  effective  “mission- 
ary work”  in  connection  with  farmers’  institutes 
throughout  his  native  state,  the  state  board 
of  Agriculture  and  Experiment  Station  having 
repeatedly  called  upon  him  to  give  public  ad- 
dresses upon  the  subjects  of  truck  farming, 
irrigation  and  forestry. 

Outside  of  the  progressiveness  which  he  has 
shown  in  connection  with  productive  farm  in- 
dustry. Mr.  Patton  has  further  manifested  his 
initiative  and  self-reliance  in  the  furthering  of 
enterprise  for  the  general  good  of  the  com- 
munity. In  May,  1994,  he  founded  the  effective 
telephone  system  which  is  maintained  by  him 
under  the  title  of  the  Patton  Telephone  Com- 
pany. This  system  now  has  sixteen  miles  of 
7K)le-Iine.  sixty-four  miles  of  wire  and  fifty-one 
subscribers,  its  service  is  maintained  at  the 
highest  standard. 

Mr.  Patton  is  well  fortified  in  his  opinions 
concerning  economic  and  governmental  policies 
and  gives  his  allegiance  to  the  republican  party, 
though  he  has  manifested  naught  of  ambition 
for  public  office.  Both  he  and  his  wife  are 
active  members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and 
their  attractive  home  Is  a center  of  gracious 
hospitality,  even  as  it  is  the  stage  of  much  of 
the  representative  social  life  of  the  community. 

On  the  11th  of  March,  1886,  was  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  Mr.  Patton  to  Miss  Annettle 
Viola  Patterson,  daughter  of  the  late  Capt.  Jo- 
seph P.  and  Mary  Ann  (Simpson)  Patterson, 
the  former  of  whom  died  August  25,  1918,  and 
the  latter  on  the  24th  of  March.  1919.  Of  the 
four  children  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Patton  the  first 
a son,  died  in  infancy,  March  18.  18S9.  Paul 
F.,  born  February  11,  1891,  a prosperous  farmer 
near  Avella,  Pennsylvania,  married,  April  14, 
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1916,  Miss  Frances  Buchanan,  of  Washington, 
that  state,  and  they  have  one  child,  Robert 
Paul,  bom  March  26,  1917.  Leona  Ruth,  born 
January  26,  1896,  married  to  Stanley  M.  Law- 
thers,  July  30,  1920.  And  Hearn  Lowell,  Janu- 
ary 4,  1899,  are  successful  and  popular  teachers 
in  the  public  schools  of  Harrison  County.  All 
of  the  children  were  given  collegiate  advantages 
and  all  have  been  successful  teachers. 

Capt.  Joseph  C.  Patterson,  father  of  Mrs.  Pat- 
ton, was  bom  in  Archer  Township,  Harrison 
County,  August  30,  1835,  and  was  one  of  the 
venerable  and  honored  citizens  of  his  native 
county  at  the  time  of  his  death.  His  father, 
Joseph  Patterson,  was  born  in  County  Down, 
Ireland,  in  April,  1799,  and  his  parents,  who 
were  of  staunch  Scotch  lineage,  immigrated  to 
America  when  he  was  twelve  years  old.  They 
became  pioneer  settlers  In  Harrison  County, 
Ohio,  where  they  remained  until  their  death. 
Joseph  Patterson  reclaimed  one  of  the  pioneer 
farms  of  Stock  Township  and  passed  the  closing 
years  of  his  life  in  Cadiz  Township,  where  he 
died  in  1879.  February  14,  1822,  recorded  his 
marriage  to  Jemima  Hoa gland,  daughter  of 
James  Hoa  gland,  a pioneer  of  Stock  Township, 
and  of  this  union  were  born  six  sons  and  five 
daughters.  Joseph  Patterson  was  first  a whig 
and  later  a republican  In  politics,  was  a lender 
ill  community  sentiment  and  action  and  both 
he  and  his  wife  were  earnest  members  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  Mrs.  Patterson 
survived  her  husband  and  was  more  than 
ninety-six  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  her 
demise. 

Capt.  Joseph  C.  Patterson  was  given  the  ad- 
vantages of  Hopedale  College,  and  was  one  of 
the  gallant  young  men  who  went  forth  from 
Harrison  County  in  defense  of  the  Union  when 
the  Civil  war  was  precipitated  on  the  nation. 
He  left  college  and  enlisted  in  the  Ninety-eighth 
Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  in  which  he  soon  won 
promotion  to  the  office  of  captain  of  Company  F. 
With  his, regiment  he  took  part  In  the  various 
battles  of  the  Army  of  the  Cumberland,  was 
with  Sherman  in  the  Atlantic  campaign  and 
the  historic  march  * to  the  sea  and  continued 
in  service  until  the  close  of  the  war.  After  par- 
ticipating in  the  Grand  Review,  in  the  city  of 
Washington,  Captain  Patterson  returned  home 
and  engaged  in  teaching.  He  eventually  became 
one  of  the  representative  farmers  In  Stock 
Township  and  was  one  of  the  substantial  and 
highly  honored  men  and  influential  citizens  of 
his  native  county.  He  was  a stalwart  repub- 
lican and  he  and  his  wife  held  membership 
in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

On  the  7th  of  September,  1865,  Captain  Pat- 
terson wedded  Miss  Mary  Ann  Simpson,  daugh- 
ter of  John  and  Margaret  Simpson  and  a rep- 
resentative of  the  Simpson  family  that  gave 
the  late  Bishop  Simpson  and  the  mother  of  Gen- 
eral Ulysses  S.  Grant.  Captain  and  Mrs.  Pat- 
terson became  the  parents  of  six  children,  of 
whom  Annettie  Viola,  wife  of  Fre  Patton,  of 
this  review,  is  the  eldest,  she  having  been  bora 
October  17,  1866;  Vernon  was  born  July  11, 
1868;  Glenn  V.,  October  10,  1871;  Henry  O., 
March  8,  1874  (died  December  14,  1900)  ; Min- 


nie J.,  December  21,  1875  (died  December  5, 
1896)  ; and  Clara  G.,  January  28,  1879. 

Shebman  W.  Snee  controls  a substantial  and 
representative  mercantile  business  as  a dealer 
in  hardware  and  agricultural  implements  in  the 
village  of  Dellroy,  Carroll  County,  and  is  a pop- 
ular citizen  who  has  passed  his  entire  life  thus 
far  in  the  section  of  Ohio  to  which  this  history 
is  dedicated.  He  was  born  at  Deersville,  Har- 
rison County,  on  the  5th  of  September,  1855,  a 
son  of  William  and  Emma  (Wells)  Snee  and 
a scion  of  staunch  Scotch  and  Irish  ancestry. 

William  Snee  was  born  and  reared  in  Penn- 
sylvania, and  there  learned  in  his  youth  the 
trade  of  shoemaker.  Upon  coming  to  Ohio  he 
established  his  residence  in  Harrison  County, 
and  he  was  engaged  in  the  work  of  his  trade  at 
Deersfleld,  that  county,  at  the  time  of  his  death, 
In  1868.  His  wife  survived  him  by  many  years 
and  was  of  venerable  age  at  the  time  of  her 
death  in  1901,  both  having  been  active  members 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  They  be- 
came the  parents  of  three  sons  and  four  daugh- 
ters, and  of  the  number  Sherman  W.,  of  this 
review,  was  the  fifth  in  order  of  birth. 

Sherman  Weller  Snee  gained  his  early  educa- 
tion In  the  village  schools  of  Deersville,  and  he 
was  but  thirteen  years  of  age  at  the  time  of 
his  father’s  death.  The  financial  position  of  the 
family  was  such  that  he  forthwith  began  to 
work  at  whatever  employment  he  could  find, 
and  thus  he  aided  in  the  support  of  his  widowed 
mother  and  the  other  members  of  the  family. 
At  the  age  of  eighteen  years  he  entered  upon 
an  apprenticeship  to  the  blacksmith  trade  at 
Deersville,  and  after  becoming  a skilled  work- 
man he  followed  his  trade  as  a Journeyman. 
On  the  25th  of  November,  1880,  he  came  to 
Carroll  County  and  established  his  residence 
at  Dellroy,  where  he  engaged  in  the  work  of 
his  trade  with  a partner.  One  year  later  he 
assumed  full  control  of  the  business,  and  there- 
after he  successfully  conducted  his  well  equipped 
blacksmith  shop  in  this  village  until  1906,  be- 
sides which  he  conducted  also  a prosperous 
livery  business  for  some  time.  In  1906  he  en- 
gaged in  the  hardware  business  at  his  present 
location,  and  here  he  has  built  up  a large  and 
prosperous  enterprise  in  the  handling  of  heavy 
and  shelf  hardware,  stoves,  ranges,  and  agricul- 
tural Implements  and  machinery,  his  trade  ex- 
tending throughout  the  wide  area  of  country 
normally  tributary  to  Dellroy  as  a distributing 
center.  Mr.  Snee  also  owns  a well  improved 
farm  of  seventy-seven  acres  In  Harrison  Town- 
ship, and  twelve  acres  in  Monroe  Township,  and 
to  this  he  gives  a personal  supervision. 

In  18S2  was  solemnized  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Snee  to  Miss  Alice  Yant,  daughter  of  Samuel 
and  Ester  (Wyse)  Yant,  of  Dellroy,  and  of 
their  three  children  the  eldest  is  George  Ray- 
mond, who  is  now  associated  with  his  father’s 
business.  George  R.  Snee  was  one  of  the  patri- 
otic young  men  who  represented  Carroll  County 
in  the  nation’s  military  service  in  the  late  World 
war.  He  entered  service  in  1918,  and  after  be- 
ing for  some  time  in  training  at  Camp  Sher- 
man, Ohio,  was  sent  to  Virginia,  from  which 
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state  he  was  later  transferred  to  Camp  Merritt, 
New  Jersey,  where  he  continued  in  service  un- 
til the  signing  of  the  armistice,  which  brought 
the  war  to  a close.  Upon  his  return  to  Camp 
Sherman  he  was  mustered  out  and  received  his 
honorable  discharge.  Ethel,  the  second  of  the 
children,  was  graduated  in  the  Dellroy  High 
School  and  has  been  for  the  past  eight  years  a 
successful  teacher  in  the  public  schools  of  her 
native  county.  Mary  B.,  the  younger  daughter, 
was  graduated  in  the  Dellroy  High  School  and 
in  Scio  College  in  Harrison  County,  and  she 
likewise  is  a successful  and  popular  teacher  in 
the  public  schools. 

Mr.  Snee  is  a democrat  in  politics  and  has 
been  a staunch  advocate  of  prohibition.  He  is 
known  as  one  of  the  progressive  and  public- 
spirited  citizens  of  Dellroy,  has  served  two 
terms  as  mayor  of  the  village,  besides  having 
been  otherwise  a member  of  the  village  council 
for  a number  of  terms  and  having  also  given 
effective  service  as  a member  of  the  Board  of 
Education,  as  treasurer  of  Monroe  Township, 
and  as  a member  of  the  Dellroy  Board  of 
Health.  Both  he  and  his  wife,  as  well  as  their 
daughters,  are  active  members  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  of  Dellroy,  in  which  he  has 
served  in  virtually  all  official  (positions  for 
which  a lay  member  is  eligible. 

Almeb  E.  Muxs  was  born  in  German  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County,  on  the  30th  of  October, 
1852.  He  was  reared  to  manhood  on  the  old 
homestead  farm  of  his  father,  gained  his  youth- 
ful education  in  the  public  schools  of  the  county, 
and  in  his  independent  career  he  has  shown 
the  urge  and  ambition  and  progressiveness  and 
gained  and  maintained  a place  as  one  of  the 
substantial  exponents  of  agricultural  and  live- 
stock industry  in  his  native  county  and  town- 
ship. Here  he  Is  the  owner  of  a valuable  farm 
property  of  282  acres,  and  he  has  Insistently  fol- 
lowed methods  and  policies  that  have  conserved 
the  productiveness  of  his  broad  acres,  which 
yield  generous  returns  from  season  to  season, 
the  while  he  has  been  equally  successful  in  the 
raising  of  live  stock  of  excellent  types.  Since 
coming  into  possession  of  this  attractive  and 
valuable  farm  Mr.  Mills  has  erected  the  sub- 
stantial and  commodious  house  which  is  the 
family  home,  and  has  effected  other  improve- 
ments of  permanent  value.  He  has  never  failed 
to  do  his  part  in  the  furtherance  of  measures 
and  enterprises  advanced  for  the  general  good 
of  his  community,  is  a loyal  and  liberal  citizen 
who  commands  unqualified  popular  esteem,  and 
he  served  two  years  as  trustee  of  German 
Township.  His  political  views  are  indicated 
by  his  active  support  of  the  cause  of  the  repub- 
lican party,  and  he  and  his  wife  are  zealous 
members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
neighboring  village  of  Annapolis,  Jefferson 
County,  he  being  an  elder  of  this  church  at  the 
time  this  sketch  is  in  preparation,  in  the  summer 
of  1921. 

Aimer  Emerson  Mills  is  a scion  of  the 
staunchest  of  English  stock.  He  is  a son  of 
John  and  Elizabeth  (Webb)  Mills,  the  former  of 
whom  was  bom  in  Worcestershire,  England,  on 


the  4th  of  July,  1804,  and  the  latter  of  whom 
was  born  in  the  city  of  London,  England,  Janu- 
ary 3,  1814,  a daughter  of  George  and  Sarah 
(Dowland)  Webb.  The  Mills  family  has  long 
been  one  of  prominence  In  connection  with  Wor- 
cestershire, England,  and  there  Henry  Mills, 
grandfather  of  the  subject  of  this  review,  passed 
his  entire  life,  his  vocation  having  been  that 
of  farming. 

John  Mills  was  reared  and  educated  in  his 
native  land,  where  his  marriage  was  solemnized 
and  where  the  first  two  of  his  children  were 
born.  In  1842,  accompanied  by  his  wife  and 
these  two  children,  he  came  to  the  United 
States,  and  within  a short  period  after  his  ar- 
rival he.  established  his  family  in  a house  next 
door  to  that  of  the  Custer  family  at  New  Rum- 
ley,  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  Gen.  George  Custer, 
who  later  lost  his  life  in  the  historic  Indian 
massacre  that  perpetuates  his  name,  having 
been  a small  boy  at  the  time  when  the  Mills 
family  came  to  Harrison  County.  After  remain- 
ing at  New  Rumley  six  months  Mr.  Mills  re 
moved  with  his  family  to  Salem  Township,  Jef- 
ferson County,  but  nine  years  later  returned 
to  Harrison  County  and  became  a farmer  in 
German  Township,  where  he  remained  until  his 
death  in  1861,  his  widow  having  survived  him 
by  more  than  a quarter  of  a century  and  having 
been  venerable  in  years  at  the  time  of  her 
death,  in  1888.  They  became  the  parents  of 
seven  children — John  Henry,  George  William, 
Thomas  Anthony,  Sarah  Elizabeth  (Mrs.  Isaac 
Wheeler),  Charles  Albert,  Aimer  Emerson  and 
Flora  Jane  (Mrs.  Ezekiel  Kerr). 

On  the  12th  of  February,  1884,  was  solemn 
ized  the  marriage  of  Aimer  Emerson  Mills  to 
Miss  Harriet  V.  Davis,  who  was  bora  and 
reared  in  Harrison  County  and  who  Is  a daugh- 
ter of  William  and  Nancy  (Grimes)  Davis.  Mr 
and  Mrs.  Mills  have  five  children:  Bertha  is 

the  wife  of  John  Miller,  a prosperous  farmer  in 
German  Township,  and  they  have  two  children 
— Vera  Virginia  and  Mary.  Walter  R.  is  a 
physician  and  surgeon  and  is  engaged  in  the 
successful  practice  of  his  profession  at  East 
Springfield,  Ohio.  Warner  D.,  a substantial 
farmer  in  Salem  Township,  Jefferson  County, 
married  Miss  Inez  Dye,  and  they  have  three 
children — Aimer  Eugene,  Walter  and  Doyle. 
Harold  and  Emerson,  the  two  younger  sons, 
remain  at  the  parental  home. 

William  H.  Miller,  who  maintains  his  resi- 
dence and  business  headquarters  at  Carrollton, 
judicial  center  of  Carroll  County,  has  become 
one  of  the  representative  buyers  and  shippers  of 
live  stock  In  his  native  county,  and  is  a scion 
of  one  of  its  well  known  pioneer  families.  He 
was  born  in  Center  Township,  this  county,  June 
19,  1858,  and  Is  a son  of  John  and  Susanna 
(Cox)  Miller,  the  former  being  a native  of 
Union  Township  and  the  latter  of  Center  Town- 
ship. Jonas  Miller,  grandfather  of  William  H., 
was  born  and  reared  in  Lancaster  County.  Penn- 
sylvania, and  from  the  old  Keystone  State  he 
and  his  wife  came  in  an  early  day  to  Carroll 
County  and  settled  on  a pioneer  farm  in  Union 
Township,  he  having  taken  up  a tract  of  Gov- 
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eminent  land  there  and  having  reclaimed  the 
same  from  the  forest  into  a productive  farm. 
Both  he  and  his  wife  passed  the  remainder  of 
their  lives  on  this  old  homestead. 

John  Miller  was  reared  under  the  conditions 
and  influences  of  the  pioneer  days,  receiving 
the  advantages  of  the  common  schools  of  the 
period,  and  eventually  became  one  of  the  sub- 
stantial and  representative  farmers  of  his  na- 
tive county,  where  he  died  when  about  seventy- 
four  years  of  age  and  where  his  wife  passed 
away  when  about  seventy-two  years  of  age, 
both  having  been  zealous  members  of  the  Re- 
formed Church  and  Mr.  Miller  having  been  a 
republican  in  political  adherency.  They  be- 
came the  parents  of  six  children — Sarah  Ann, 
Jacob  N„  Alice,  William  H.,  Hannah  and 
Caroline. 

William  H.  Miller  was  reared  on  the  home 
farm  which  was  the  place  of  his  birth  and  is 
indebted  to  the  public  schools  of  Carroll 
County  for  his  early  educational  discipline.  As 
a young  man  he  was  engaged  in  independent 
farm  enterprise  about  eight  years,  and  since 
1886  he  has  been  engaged  successfully  in  the 
buying  and  shipping  of  live  stock,  with  resi- 
dence in  the  city  of  Carrollton,  where  he  occu- 
pies the  handsome  and  modern  residence  which 
he  erected  in  1915.  on  West  Main  Street.  He  is 
a stockholder  in  the  Cummings  Trust  Company, 
of  Carrollton,  and  also  in  the  First  National 
Bank  of  this  city.  Though  never  manifesting 
aught  of  ambition  for  political  activity  or  pre- 
ferment, Mr.  Miller  is  a loyal  supporter  of  the 
cause  of  the  republican  party  and  is  liberal  and 
progressive  in  his  civic  attitude.  He  is  affi- 
liated with  the  Masonic  fraternity  and  he  and 
his  wife  hold  membership  in  the  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church. 

Mr.  Miller  is  still  actively  associated  with 
the  basic  industry  of  agriculture,  as  the  owner 
of  two  well  improved  farms,  in  Washington 
Township,  and  in  addition  to  his  substantial 
business  as  a shipper  of  live  stock  he  also  buys 
and  ships  wool  each  successive  season.  His 
reputation  Is  that  of  a vigorous,  resourceful 
and  successful  business  man.  His  maternal 
grandparents,  Henry  and  Hannah  (Price)  Cox, 
the  latter  a native  of  Scotland,  were  early  set- 
tlers in  Center  Township,  where  Mr.  Cox  de« 
veloped  a good  farm,  though  he  was  a young 
man  at  the  time  of  his  death,  hfs  wife  having 
survived  him  by  many  years. 

In  September,  1881,  was  recorded  the  mar- 
riage of  Mr.  Miller  to  Miss  Lucinda  Adams,  who 
likewise  was  bom  and  reared  in  Carroll  County 
and  whose  death  occurred  in  1888,  she  having 
been  a devout  member  of  the  Methodist  Episco- 
pal Church.  She  is  survived  by  her  only  child, 
Grace,  who  is  the  wife  of  Robert  E.  Cameron, 
of  Carroll  County,  they  having  become  the  par- 
ents of  five  children — Helen.  Miller  (deceased), 
Margaret,  Robert  and  Dorothy. 

In  1891  was  solemnized  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Miller  to  Miss  Maude  Florence  Stewart,  who 
was  bom  in  Perry  Township,  Carroll  County, 
June  23,  1865.  The  one  child  of  this  union  is 
John  Stewart  Miller,  who  is  engaged  in  the 
electrical  business,  and  resides  at  Lorain,  Ohio. 


He  married  Miss  Ruby  Moore,  and  they  have 
one  child,  Lois  Adrianna.  Mrs.  Miller  Is  a 
daughter  of  Edward  and  Martha  Ann  (Davis) 
Stewart,  the  former  of  whom  was  bora  in  Perry 
Township,  Harrison  County,  a daughter  of 
William  Davis,  a pioneer  of  that  county.  Ed- 
ward Stewart  became  one  of  the  most  substan- 
tial farmers  and  influential  citizens  of  his  na- 
tive township  and  also  operated  a tannery  for 
a number  of  years.  He  owned  a fine  farm  of 
464  acres,  was  a republican  in  politics,  and 
served  with  marked  ability  as  a member  of  the 
board  of  county  commissioners,  both  he  and  his 
wife  having  been  zealous  members  of  the  Meth- 
odist Episcopal  Church  and  both  having  been 
venerable  in  years  at  the  time  of  their  death. 
Their  marriage  was  solemnized  in  1847,  and 
they  became  the  parents  of  eleven  children. 
Edward  Stewart  was  a son  of  Mahlon  and  Eliza- 
beth (Park)  Stewart,  natives  of  Maryland,  and 
in  1804  they  became  pioneer  settlers  in  Jeffer- 
son County,  Ohio,  whence  they  came  in  1820.  to 
what  Is  now  Carroll  County,  where  he  reclaimed 
a farm  from  the  forest  wilds  and  where  he  re- 
mained until  his  death,  in  1879,  when  nearly 
ninety-two  years  of  age,  his  wife  having  passed 
away  In  1871,  at  the  age  of  eighty-four  years. 
Mahlon  Stewart  became  a resident  of  Carroll 
County  more  than  a decade  prior  to  its  organi- 
zation, and  in  1835,  on  his  land,  he  laid  out  the 
village  of  Perrysville.  He  was  first  a whig  and 
later  a republican  in  politics  and  he  and  his 
wife  held  membership  In  the  Methodist  Episco- 
pal Church,  though  she  was  a birthright  mem- 
ber of  the  Society  of  Friends.  They  became  the 
parents  of  seven  children,  all  of  whom  are  notv 
deceased. 

John  W.  Cabman  has  been  a resident  of  Har- 
rison County  since  he  was  a lad  of  twelve  years, 
and  is  now*  one  of  the  progressive  farmers  of 
German  Township.  He  was  bora  in  Salem 
Township,  Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  on  the  24th 
of  March,  1872,  and  is  a son  of  Lewds  N.  and 
Mahala  A.  (Hobson)  Carman,  both  of  whom 
likewise  were  born  in  Jefferson  County — the 
former  on  the  8th  of  October,  1840,  In  Wayne 
Township,  and  the  latter  in  Salem  Township, 
on  the  23d  of  March,  1876,  she  being  a daugh- 
ter of  Caleb  and  Sarah  A.  (More)  Hobson. 

Lewis  N.  Carman  w^as  a son  of  Andrew  and 
Isabelle  (Maxwell)  Carman,  and  a grandson  of 
John  Carman,  who  was  bom  in  Maryland,  of 
Welsh  ancestry.  John  Carman  was  born  in  the 
year  1785,  and  in  1817  he  became  a pioneer  set- 
tler in  Wayne  Township,  Jefferson  County,  Ohio. 
He  went  forth  as  a soldier  in  the  War  of  1812. 
and  it  was  after  the  close  of  this  conflict  that 
he  established  his  home  in  Jefferson  County, 
where  he  reclaimed  a productive  farm  and 
where  he  remained  until  his  death,  in  1861. 
His  children  were  ten  in  number:  Andrew, 

Samuel.  Marshall,  Mary,  John,  Elizabeth,  Pa- 
tience. Thomas,  Jane  and  Cyrus.  Andrew  Car- 
man was  born  in  Maryland,  in  the  year  1810, 
and  thus  was  about  seven  years  old  at  the  time 
of  the  family  removal  to  Jefferson  County,  Ohio, 
where  he  was  reared  to  manhood,  and  where 
he  passed  the  rest  of  his  life,  his  active  career 
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having  been  marked  by  close  association  with 
farm  industry.  His  first  wife  was  surviyed  by 
two  children,  Selena  and  John.  For  his  second 
wife  he  wedded  Miss  Isabelle  Maxwell,  and 
they  became  the  parents  of  six  children,  all  of 
whom  are  now  deceased — Enoch,  Oliver,  Lewis 
X.,  Andrew,  Matilda  and  Ann  (Mrs.  John 
Walker). 

Lewis  N.  Carman  was  reared  and  educated 
in  his  native  county  and  when  the  Civil  war 
was  precipitated  he  was  one  of  the  gallant  young 
men  of  Ohio  who  went  forth  in  defense  of  the 
nation’s  integrity.  October  16,  1862.  he  enlisted 
as  a member  of  Company  E,  Fifty-Second  Ohio 
Volunteer  Infantry,  and  with  this  regiment  he 
continued  in  service  at  the  front  until  the  ex- 
piration of  his  term.  January  16,  1863.  He  then 
returned  to  his  home,  but  on  the  10th  of  May 
of  the  following  year  he  re-enlisted  in  Com- 
pany B.  One  Hundred  and  Seventieth  Ohio  Vol- 
unteer Infantry,  with  which  he  continued  in 
service  until  September  10.  1864,  when  he  re- 
ceived his  honorable  discharge.  After  his  re- 
turn to  his  native  county  he  was  there  asso- 
ciated with  the  work  of  his  uncle’s  farm  until 
March  4.  1869.  when  he  was  united  in  marriage 
to  Miss  Mahala  A.  Hobson.  In  December,  1871. 
he  purchased  a farm  In  Salem  Township.  Jeffer- 
son County,  and  there  he  remained  until  1884, 
when  he  sold  the  property  and  came  to  Harri- 
son County.  Here  he  purchased  a farm  in  Ger- 
man Township  and  he  developed  the  same  into 
one  of  the  best  stock  farms  In  this  section  of 
the  county.  On  this  fine  old  homestead  he  con- 
tinued to  reside  until  his  death,  in  1901,  and 
his  widow  still  maintains  her  home  in  this 
county,  she  being  an  earnest  member  of  the 
Christian  Church,  as  was  also  Mr.  Carman. 
They  became  the  parents  of  four  children — 
Sarah  R..  deceased.  John  W„  Oliver  H.  and  Ca- 
leb. the  latter  having  died  in  childhood. 

John  W.  Carman  gained  his  rudimentary  edu- 
cation in  the  district  schools  of  Salem  Town- 
ship, Jefferson  County,  and  after  the  family  re- 
moval to  Harrison  County  he  continued  his 
studies  in  the  district  schools  of  German  Town- 
ship. Thereafter  he  was  a student  in  the  nor- 
mal school  at  Hopedale  during  one  year,  and 
attended  Scio  College  two  terms.  He  put  his 
scholastic  acquirements  to  practical  test  and 
effective  use  by  entering  the  ranks  of  the  peda- 
gogic profession,  as  a representative  of  which 
he  was  for  four  years  a popular  and  successful 
teacher  in  the  district  schools  of  Harrison 
County.  Tn  the  early  ’90s  he  established  a gen- 
eral store  at  Carman,  a little  village  developed 
in  connection  with  a coal  mining  enterprise  on 
the  farm  which  he  now  owns,  and  he  continued 
this  business  until  1911,  in  the  meanwhile  hav- 
ing served  as  postmaster  at  Carman.  Since  his 
retirement  from  mercantile  business  he  has 
given  his  attention  to  the  management  of  his 
farm,  which  comprises  fifty  acres  and  which  is 
given  over  to  diversified  agriculture  and  stock- 
raising.  Mr.  Carman  is  affiliated  with  the  lodge 
of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  at  Fnionport. 
where  both  he  and  his  wife  also  hold  member- 
ship in  the  adjunct  organization,  the  chapter  of 
the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star,  besides  which 


they  are  representative  members  of  the  Chris- 
tian Church  In  that  village. 

On  the  25th  of  June,  1901,  was  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  Mr.  Carman  to  Miss  Mary  A. 
Wallace,  daughter  of  William  and  Rachel  A. 
(Rife)  Wallace,  both  natives  of  Harrison 
County.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Carman  have  one  son, 
Eugene  Lewis,  who  was  born  March  20,  1902. 

Thomas  Rainsbebgeb  is  a sterling  citizen  who 
is  specially  entitled  to  consideration  in  this  pub- 
lication, for  he  is  not  only  one  of  the  venerable 
native  sons  of  Carroll  County,  a representative 
of  an  honored  pioneer  family  and  known  for  his 
worthy  achievement  in  connection  with  farm 
industry,  but  he  is  also  a man  whose  character 
and  ability  have  gained  to  him  inviolable  esteem 
in  the  county  w’hich  has  ever  represented  his 
home.  He  resides  on  and  continues  In  the  gen- 
eral supervision  of  his  excellent  farm  of  sixty 
acres  in  Monroe  Township,  some  distance 
from  Sherodsville,  from  which  village  the  farm 
receives  service  on  rural  mail  route  No.  1. 

On  the  old  homestead  farm  of  his  father,  in 
Monroe  Township,  this  county.  Thomas  Rains- 
berger  was  born  July  27,  1849,  a son  of  John 
and  Patience  (Davis)  Rainsberger,  the  former 
of  German  and  the  latter  of  Welsh  ancestry. 
John  Rainsberger.  great-grandfather  of  Thomas 
Rainsberger,  was  born  and  reared  in  Germany 
and  was  a young  man  when  he  immigrated  to 
America  and  established  his  home  In  Pennsyl- 
vania. From  that  commonwealth  he  went 
forth  as  a loyal  soldier  of  the  Continental  Line 
In  the  War  of  the  Revolution,  and  after  the  war 
he  continued  his  residence  in  Pennsylvania,  as 
a farmer,  until  the  close  of  his  life.  His  son 
John,  grandfather  of  him  whose  name  initiates 
this  article,  became  the  founder  of  the  family 
in  Carroll  County,  Ohio,  where  he  established 
his  residence  in  1812,  more  than  a quarter  of 
a century  before  this  county  was  created.  He 
obtained  a quarter-section  of  government  land 
near  the  present  village  of  Sherodsville,  In 
Orange  Township,  and  he  reclaimed  from  the 
forest  wilds  a productive  farm,  this  place  hav- 
ing continued  to  be  his  home  until  his  death, 
in  1842.  at  the  patriarchal  age  of  ninety-seven 
years.  This  sterling  pioneer  endured  his  full 
share  of  the  hardships  and  heavy  labors  that 
fell  to  the  early  settlers  of  this  section  of  the 
state,  and  contributed  his  quota  to  the  initial 
development  of  Carroll  County.  In  the  earlier 
period  of  his  residence  here  he  found  it  neces- 
sary to  make  his  way  on  horseback  to  Syra- 
cuse. New  York,  to  obtain  the  salt  required  In 
the  proper  maintenance  of  his  live  stock.  He 
was  born  in  Pennsylvania,  on  the  25th  of  June, 
1790.  Mr.  Rainsberger  married  Miss  Susan  Al- 
ba ugh,  a member  of  the  representative  pioneer 
family  of  that  name  in  Jefferson  County,  Ohio. 
In  July,  1819.  the  father  of  Mrs.  Rainsberger 
took  up  146  acres  of  Government  land  In  what 
is  now  Monroe  Township.  Carroll  County,  which 
section  was  then  included  in  Jefferson  County, 
and  here  the  family  home  was  established  in  a 
pioneer  log  cabin.  Mr.  Albaugh  continued  to 
reside  on  this  farm  until  his  death,  in  an  epi- 
demic of  fever,  in  1835,  his  children  having  been 
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eight  in  number.  It  was  In  the  pioneer  home 
of  Mr.  Albaugh  that  was  organized  the  little 
religious  society  which  was  the  nucleus  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  at  Leavittsville, 
Carroll  County. 

John  Ralnsberger  (III),  father  of  the  subject 
of  this  sketch,  was  born  on  the  pioneer  home- 
stead farm  in  the  present  Orange  Township, 
and  the  year  of  his  nativity  was  1821.  Here 
he  passed  his  entire  life,  and  as  a farmer  and 
as  a loyal  and  substantial  citizen  he  well  up- 
held the  prestige  of  the  family  name.  He  be- 
came one  of  the  representative  farmers  of  Mon- 
roe Township,  was  a staunch  republican  in  poli- 
tics, served  at  one  time  as  road  supervisor,  and 
he  and  his  wife  were  earnest  members  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  He  and  his  wife 
became  the  parents  of  three  children — Isabelle, 
George  D.  and  Thomas.  > 

Thomas  Ralnsberger  was  reared  on  the  home 
farm  which  is  still  his  place  of  residence,  and 
his  youthful  education  was  obtained  In  the 
common  schools  of  the  locality  and  period.  He 
attended  school  during  the  winter  months  and 
during  the  summer  seasons  applied  himself  vig- 
orously to  work  on  his  father’s  farm,  he  having 
been  a mere  boy  when  he  began  to  do  a man’s 
work,  including  plowing  and  other  arduous  farm 
service.  He  continued  to  attend  school  until  he 
was  eighteen  years  of  age,  and  upon  attaining 
to  his  legal  majority  he  further  signalized  his 
independence  by  taking  unto  himself  a wife,  his 
marriage  to  Miss  Margaret  A.  Pearch,  daughter 
of  Conrad  and  Elizabeth  Jane  (McDevitt) 
Pearch,  of  Monroe  Township,  having  been  sol- 
emnized in  the  year  1870.  After  their  mar- 
riage they  remained  nine  years  on  the  old  farm 
of  Mr.  Rainsberger’s  father,  and  then,  in  1879, 
purchased  and  removed  to  their  present  farm, 
which  at  first  comprised  only  thirty-three  acres 
and  which  a subsequent  purchase  increased  to  its 
present  area  of  sixty  acres.  Here  Mr.  Ralnsber- 
ger  has  continued  his  successful  activities  as  an 
agriculturist  and  stock-grower  during  the  inter- 
vening years,  and  he  has  secure  status  as  one  of 
the  representative  citizens  of  his  native  town- 
ship, of  which  he  served  one  term  as  trustee,  be- 
sides which  he  held  for  six  years  the  office  of 
constable,  and  was  a director  of  the  county  in- 
firmary six  years — 1900-1906.  He  is  a staunch 
supporter  of  the  cause  of  the  republican  party 
and  he  and  his  wife  hold  membership  in  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

Of  the  children  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ralnsberger 
brief  record  is  given  in  this  concluding  para- 
graph : Electa  Laura  is  the  wife  of  Henry  A. 

I>ong,  of  Jewett,  Carroll  County,  and  they  have 
one  child,  Katherine  Nellie,  sixteen  years  of  age 
at  the  time  of  this  writing,  in  1920.  Homer  B. 
married  Miss  Alice  McCourt,  of  Loudon  Town- 
ship, this  county,  and  they  have  three  children 
— Lois  Patience,  Wilma  Edith,  and  Arthur 
Bruce.  Hattie  Violet  is  the  wife  of  T.  I.  Tope, 
of  Monroe  Township,  and  their  only  child  is  a 
son,  John  Clayton.  Leroy  Ross,  the  youngest  of 
the  children,  resides  in  the  city"  of  Cleveland. 
He  married  Miss  Una  B.  Orin,  of  Monroe  Town- 
ship, Carroll  County. 


Robert  S.  Busby.  Numbered  among  the 
prosperous  farmers  of  Archer  Township  is  Rob- 
ert S.  Busby,  owner  of  280  acres  of  highly  de- 
veloped and  valuable  land.  He  was  born  in 
Perry  Township,  Carroll  County,  Ohio,  Febru- 
ary 1,  1874,  a son  of  Jacob  Busby,  grandson  of 
Joshua  Busby,  and  great-grandson  of  Abraham 
and  Deborah  (Kemp)  Busby.  Joshua  Busby 
was  born  in  Archer  Township,  but  in  young 
manhood  moved  to  Perry  Township,  Carroll 
County,  where  he  continued  to  farm  the  re- 
mainder of  his  life.  He  was  married  to  Cath- 
erine Bear  and  their  children  were  as  follows: 
Jacob,  who  is  mentioned  below;  Deborah,  who 
married  William  S'thal ; and  Elizabeth,  who 
married  a Mr.  Bracker. 

Jacob  Busby  was  born  in  Perry  Township. 
Carroll  County,  and  his  wife,  Nellie  Steel,  was 
born  in  Loudon  Township,  a daughter  of  James 
and  Mary  (Sells)  Steel.  Commencing  his  farm- 
ing on  the  same  farm  that  had  given  his  father 
his  start,  Jacob  Busby  remained  on  It  for  a 
quarter  of  a century,  but  then  came  to  Har- 
rison County,  and  for  the  past  ten  years  has 
been  a resident  of  Bowerston,  Ohio.  Here  he 
and  his  wife  are  held  in  the  highest  esteem 
and  they  are  active  members  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  of  the  place.  Their  children, 
living  and  dead,  are  as  follows:  Glenn,  who 

married  Mansfield  Liggett;  Robert  S.,  of  this 
sketch ; Wade,  who  died  when  about  thirty-two 
years  of  age;  Clyde,  who  was  fourth  in  order 
of  birth;  Nellie,  who  married  Harry  Keys,  lives 
at  Canton,  Ohio;  and  Ruth,  who  married  Wal- 
ter Pender,  also  lives  at  Canton,  Ohio. 

Growing  up  amid  rural  surroundings  Robert 
S.  Busby  gained  a practical  knowledge  of  farm- 
ing from  his  father  at  the  same  time  he  was 
attending  the  district  schools  of  his  neighbor- 
hood. His  first  farming  was  done  in  Perry 
Township,  Carroll  County,  but  in  the  spring  of 
1902  he  moved  to  his  present  farm  In  Archer 
Township,  and  rented  it  for  about  ten  years, 
when  he  then  bought.  Here  he  is  carrying  on 
general  farming  and  stock-raising,  and  is  now 
specializing  on  dairying,  keeping  a herd  of  sixty 
cattle,  and  milking  from  thirty-five  to  forty  all 
the  time.  Starting  out  In  life  with  no  capital, 
Mr.  Busby  has  gone  a long  way  on  the  road  of 
success,  and  entirely  through  his  own  efforts. 
He  is  a man  who  knows  how  to  make  his  efforts 
yield  him  good  returns,  and  may  be  said  to  have 
had  no  failures  in  his  undertakings. 

In  1S99  Mr.  Busby  was  united  in  marriage 
with  Vettie  Baker,  a daughter  of  Thomas  and 
Emily  A.  (Robertson)  Baker,  members  of  old 
families  of  this  section.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Busby 
have  four  children : Lloyd  Forrest,  Harry 

Wade.  Bessie  Blanche,  and  Roy  Baker.  Both 
Mr.  Busby  and  his  wife  belong  to  the  Methodist 
church  of  Jewett. 

Robert  Merbiok.  By  scientific  methods,  strict 
business  policies  and  progressive  measures  Mr. 
Merrick  has  achieved  the  maximum  success  in 
connection  with  farm  industry  in  Carroll 
County,  where  his  model  farm,  “Grand  View,” 
of  172  acres,  is  situated  in  Monroe  Township, 
half  a mile  east  of  the  village  of  Dellroy,  which 
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is  his  postoffice  address.  He  is  known  as  one 
of  the  most  progressive  students  and  exemplars 
of  agriculture  and  horticulture  in  Carroll 
County,  and  the  results  have  been  shown  in  his 
reclaiming  a run-down  farm  into  one  of  the  most 
productive  in  the  county.  He  has  conducted 
careful  experimentations  in  fertilizing  and  in 
restoring  the  integrity  of  the  soil  throughout 
the  medium  of  legume  crops  of  diversified  order. 
He  was  the  first  man  in  the  county  to  mark  prac- 
tical appreciation  of  the  value  of  powdered 
lime  in  restoring  so  called  “sour”  land  to  fer- 
tility, and  he  was  also  the  first  to  plant  sweet 
clover  as  a means  of  soil  regeneration  in  this 
county.  Mr.  Merrick  is  a regular  correspond- 
ent of  the  national  Department  of  Agriculture, 
which  has  manifested  marked  interest  in  his 
various  experiments  and  shown  a desire  to  have 
complete  record  of  results  achieved.  He  has 
recourse  to  the  leading  periodicals  representa- 
tive of  farm  industry,  and  has  contributed  valu- 
able articles  to  a number  of  these  farm  journals. 
Mr.  Merrick  has  the  largest  and  finest  orchard 
of  Baldwin  apple  trees  in  the  county,  and  from 
the  same  he  shipped  fully  2.200  bushels  from  his 
crop  of  the  season  of  1920.  By  careful  spray- 
ing. etc.,  he  produces  prize-winning  Baldwin  ap- 
ples of  the  finest  type,  the  same  commanding 
the  maximum  market  prices.  He  is  an  enthusi- 
ast in  the  reclaiming  of  sour  land  by  means  of 
lime  and  in  the  enriching  of  the  soil  by  means 
of  leguminous  crops.  With  all  his  success  and 
broad  and  scientific  knowledge  gained  in  these 
connections  Mr.  Merrick  has  been  characteris- 
tically modest  in  working  out  his  methods  and 
plans,  and  has  accepted  both  mistakes  and  suc- 
cesses with  philosophic  calm.  His  example  has 
led  to  much  emulation  in  Carroll  County,  and 
many  who  at  first  ridiculed  his  work  are  now 
copying  his  methods.  One  familiar  with  his 
indefatigable  labors  and  earnest  study  and  ex- 
perimentation has  pronounced  him  the  most 
valuable  citizen  of  Carroll  County  in  the  matter 
of  instituting  progressive  measures  In  connec- 
tion with  the  various  departments  of  farm  in- 
dustry. 

Mr.  Merrick  was  born  at  Dellroy,  this  county, 
in  the  year  1879.  and  is  a son  of  Robert  and 
Mary  Jane  (Smith)  Merrick.  He  is  of  Scotch- 
Irish  lineage,  and  his  paternal  grandfather, 
Israel  Merrick,  came  from  Maryland  and  es- 
tablished his  home  in  Harrison  Township,  Car- 
roll  County,  where  he  became  an  extensive  land- 
holder and  representative  farmer. 

Robert  Merrick,  Jr.,  subject  of  this  review, 
acquired  his  youthful  education  In  the  public 
schools  of  his  native  county,  and  his  broader 
education  has  been  gained  through  self-disci- 
pline, well  directed  study  and  active  association 
with  the  practical  affairs  of  life.  At  the  age  of 
eighteen  he  took  the  position  of  engineer  at  the 
Dellroy  coal  mines,  and  he  cqntlnued  his  serv- 
ice in  this  capacity  for  a period  of  fifteen  years. 
With  the  money  which  he  had  saved  he  then 
purchased  sixty-four  acres  of  his  present  farm, 
to  which  he  subsequently  added  an  adjoining 
tract  of  108  acres.  Here  he  has  achieved  re- 
markable results  in  general  agriculture,  besides 
developing  one  of  the  finest  apple  orchards  in 


this  section  of  the  state.  He  operates  a coal 
mine  on  his  farm,  the  product  of  the  same  being 
used  largely  in  this  and  adjoining  counties. 
Mr.  Merrick  has  been  emphatically  one  of  the 
world’s  constructive  workers,  and  his  success 
and  prestige  have  been  worthily  won.  He  is  a 
stockholder  in  the  First  National  Bank  of  Car- 
rollton and  has  other  financial  interests. 
Though  never  a seeker  of  political  preferment, 
he  accords  a loyal  allegiance  to  the  republican 
party,  and  he  and  his  wife  hold  membership  in 
the  Presbyterian  Church  at  Dellroy. 

In  1901  was  solemnized  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Merrick  to  Miss  Mary  E.  Booth,  daughter  of 
Jeremiah  and  Matilda  (Parker)  Booth,  of  Har- 
rison Township,  she  being  the  youngest  in  a 
family  of  six  children  and  the  original  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Booth  family  in  America  hav- 
ing come  from  the  north  of  Ireland.  Jeremiah 
Booth  was.  the  owner  of  a farm  of  sixty  acres 
In  Harrison  Township  and  for  many  years 
worked  to  a greater  or  less  extent  at  the  trade 
of  blacksmith.  His  death  occurred  In  1913,  and 
his  wife  has  also  passed  to  eternal  rest.  The 
children  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Merrick  are:  Harry, 
Doyle  and  Earl,  aged  respectively  fifteen,  eleven 
and  nine  years,  in  1920.*  The  attractive  family 
home  is  known  for  its  generous  and  refined  hos- 
pitality. 

William  McKibben.  Worthy  achievement  is 
that  of  productive  activity  in  connection  with 
the  basic  industries  of  agriculture  and  stock- 
raising.  and  he  whose  name  initiates  this  para- 
graph has  the  distinction  of  being  not  only  a 
representative  farmer  of  his  native  county  and 
township  but  also  a scion  of  a sterling  family 
that  was  founded  In  Ohio  prior  to  the  admission 
of  the  state  to  the  Union.  His  well  improved 
homestead  farm,  of  sixty-five  acres,  is  attrac- 
tively situated  In  Moorefleld  Township,  Har- 
rison County,  and  In  addition  to  this  farm  he 
has  also  the  management  of  another  fine  farm 
estate  of  248  acres  not  far  distant  from  the 
home  place,  and  in  connection  with  well  diver- 
sified agriculture  he  gives  special  attention  to 
the  raising  of  sheep  of  excellent  type,  making 
this  an  important  feature  of  his  farm  enter- 
prise. The  progressiveness  and  prosperity  of 
Mr.  McKibben  are  clearly  indicated  in  the  ad- 
mirable appearance  and  facilities  of  his  landed 
estate,  and  he  Is  a citizen  whose  sterling  char- 
acter has  given  him  secure  place  In  popular 
confidence  and  good  will.  _r 

William  McKibben  was  born  on  his  fathers 
old  homestead  farm  In  Moorefleld  Township, 
Harrison  County,  and  the  date  of  his  nativity 
was  July  30,  1861.  He  is  a son  of  John  and 
Isabelle  (McMillan)  McKibben,  both  natives  of 
Athens  Township,  Harrison  County,  where  the 
former  was  born  January  27,  1833,  and  the  lat- 
ter on  the  6th  of  October,  1829. 

John  McKibben  was  reared  under  the  condi- 
tions that  marked  the  pioneer  period  in  the 
history  of  Harrison  County  where  he  was  reared 
on  the  old  home  farm  and  where  he  received 
the  advantages  of  the  common  schools  of  the 
day.  He  was  a son  of  George  and  Martha  (Bro- 
kaw)  McKibben.  George  McKibben  was  the 
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youngest  of  eight  children  horn  to  Richard  and 
Sarah  McKibben,  and  it  was  about  the  year 
1790  that  Richard  McKibben  immigrated  from 
his  native  state  of  Pennsylvania  to  Ohio,  where 
he  obtained  a large  tract  of  land  in  Jefferson 
County.  Within  a short  time,  however,  he  re- 
moved to  Belmont  County,  later  he  resided  in 
Harrison  County,  and  finally  he  removed  to 
Morgan  County,  where  his  death  occurred  in 
1827.  He  was  born  and  reared  in  Allegheny 
County.  Pennsylvania,  where  his  father  settled 
upon  coming  from  Ireland  to  America.  George 
McKibben,  grandfather  of  William  McKibben, 
was  born  in  Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  September 
15,  1804,  and  in  that  and  Belmont  counties  he 
was  reared.  The  family  name  of  his  first  wife 
was  Brashers.  who  lived  only  a short  time  after 
the  birth  of  her  only  child,  Jesse,  who  eventu- 
ally established  his  home  in  the  state  of  Illinois. 
In  1830  George  McKibben  married  Miss  Martha 
Brokaw,  and  they  became  the  parents  of  two 
sons,  George  and  John.  After  the  death  of  his 
second  wife  George  McKibben  wedded  Miss  Elea- 
nor Morrison,  and  they  became  the  parents  of 
three  children — William.  Eleanor  and  Richard. 
The  mother  of  these  children  passed  to  the  life 
eternal  and  George  McKibben  thereafter  con- 
tracted a fourth  marriage,  with  Jane  Beall, 
who  died  in  1887.  George  Beall  developed  one 
of  the  productive  farms  of  Moorefleld  Township 
and  was  one  of  the  most  venerable  men  of  the 
county  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

John  McKibben’s  marriage  to  Miss  Isabelle 
McMillan,  daughter  of  Charles  and  Rosanna 
(Gilmore)  McMillan,  was  solemnized  January 
3,  1856,  the  parents  of  his  wife  having  been  na- 
tives of  Ireland  and  having  become  early  set- 
tlers in  Harrison  County,  Ohio.  After  his  mar- 
riage Mr.  McKibben  continued  his  residence  in 
Athens  Township  for  two  years,  and  in  1859  he 
purchased  a farm  of  sixty-four  acres,  in  section 
31,  Moorefleld  Township,  where  he  continued 
his  successful  career  as  a farmer  until  the  close 
of  his  long  and  useful  life.  He  was  a republican 
in  politics  and  he  and  his  wife  were  earnest 
members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  They 
became  the  parents  of  six  children — George, 
John  C..  Mary  E.,  Sarah  B.,  William  and 
Thoma9  C. 

William  McKibben  grew  to  manhood  on  the 
farm  which  was  the  place  of  his  birth,  and  his 
youthful  education  was  acquired  in  the  district 
schools  of  Moorefleld  Township.  None  can  doubt 
his  wisdom  In  having  never  abated  his  al- 
legiance to  farm  industry,  for  in  connection 
therewith  he  has  won  substantial  success  and 
lived  a life  of  independence,  with  a home  of 
which  any  man  might  well  be  proud.  For  three 
years  after  his  marriage  he  was  engaged  in 
farming  in  Nottingham  Township,  and  he  then 
removed  to  the  fine  farm  which  has  since  con- 
tinued his  place  of  residence  and  which  is  one 
of  the  model  places  in  Moorefleld  Township.  In 
politics  he  is  a staunch  advocate  and  supporter 
of  the  cause  of  the  republican  party,  and  both 
he  and  his  wife  hold  membership  in  the  Presby- 
terian Church,  In  the  faith  of  which  they  have 
reared  their  children. 


On  the  15th  of  December,  1886,  was  solemn- 
ized the  marriage  of  Mr.  McKibben  to  Miss 
Lydia  S.  Porter,  who  was  born  in  Cadiz  Town- 
. ship,  Harrison  County,  August  15,  1864,  a daugh- 
ter of  John  and  Sarah  (Dunlap)  Porter.  Con- 
cerning the  children  of  this  union  the  following 
brief  record  is  consistently  entered:  John  Al- 

len, who  was  bom  October  13,  1887,  remained 
at  the  parental  home,  and  he  continued  as  his 
father’s  valued  coadjutor  in  the  work  and  man- 
agement of  the  farm  until  January,  1929,  when 
he  entered  service  in  the  position  of  rural  mail 
carrier  on  one  of  the  routes  from  Piedmont 
Later  he  gave  up  his  work  as  mail  carrier  and 
removed  to  Piedmont,  where  he  is  now  resid- 
ing. On  November  24,  1920,  he  married  Melva 
E..  daughter  of  Everett  Leyster,  of  Guernsey 
County,  Ohio. 

J.  Frank,  the  second  son,  was  born  August 
10,  1890,  and  is  giving  his  attention  to  farm 
enterprise  in  his  native  county.  He  married 
Miss  Cora  Simpson  and  they  have  had  two  chil- 
dren, Bertha  Clara,  who  was  bom  January  29, 
1892.  died  on  the  2d  of  February,  1918,  and  Al- 
, bert*v  Sherman,  who  was  born  Septem- 

ber^ 24,  1 is  engaged  in  farming  in  Moore- 
fleld Township.  Sarah  Emma,  who  was  bom 
November  23,  1897,  is  the  wife  of  Wilbur  Lee, 
of  Moorefleld  Township,  and  they  have  two  chil- 
dren, Dorothy  May  and  William. 

William  Finnicum  has  long  been  numbered 
among  the  substantial  farmers  of  Carroll 
County,  which  has  been  his  place  of  residence 
from  his  childhood  and  in  which  he  is  a repre- 
sentative of  sterling  pioneer  families — on  both 
the  paternal  and  the  maternal  sides.  He  was 
born  in  Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  on  the  18th  of 
March,  1853.  and  is  a son  of  James  D.  and 
Eleanor  (Moorehead)  Finnicum.  both  of  whom 
were  born  and  reared  in  Carroll  County,  where 
their  marriage  was  solemnized  and  whence  they 
soon  afterward  removed  to  Jefferson  County  and 
established  their  home  on  a farm  near  Steu- 
benville. In  1858  they  made  the  venturesome 
journey  by  water  to  California,  where  the  gold 
excitement  was  still  at  its  height,  and  they  lo- 
cated at  Forest  Hill,  Placer  County,  that  state, 
James  D.  Finnicum  did  not  give  much  time  to 
the  search  for  gold  in  the  mines,  but  for  thirty- 
six  years  he  drove  stage  for  the  Wells- Fargo 
Express  Company,  within  which  long  period  he 
had  many  interesting  experiences  In  connection 
with  frontier  life.  He  now  resides  at  Chico,  as 
a patriarchal  citizen  of  ninety-three  years,  his 
birth  having  occurred  on  the  6th  of  October, 
1827.  His  devoted  wife  passed  to  the  life  eter- 
nal in  August.  1903.  Of  their  children  the  first, 
Angeline,  is  deceased;  William,  of  this  review, 
was  the  next  in  order  of  birth;  Meriman  died 
March  19,  1921,  in  Chico,  California;  and  at 
Chico  reside  also  Mary,  who  Is  the  widow  of 
James  Barnes,  and  Elizabeth,  who  is  the  wife 
of  Harry  Kregger. 

The  paternal  grandparents  of  William  Finni- 
cum were  William  and  Maria  (Richards)  Finni- 
cum, the  former  a native  of  the  north  of  Eng- 
land and  the  latter  of  Carroll  County,  Ohio, 
where  her  parents  settled  in  the  early  pioneer 
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days.  Thomas  and  Mary  (Hill)  Moorehead,  the 
maternal  grandparents,  likewise  were  numbered 
among  the  early  settlers  of  Carroll  County, 
where  they  obtained  land  from  the  government 
and  did  well  their  part  in  the  Initial  develop- 
ment of  the  county. 

He  whose  name  initiates  this  review  was 
about  five  years  old  when  his  parents  went  to 
California,  and  he  was  taken  Into  the  home  of 
his  maternal  uncle.  Crawford  Moorehead,  of  Lee 
Township.  Carroll  County.  Here  he  was  reared 
to  adult  age,  and  in  the  meanwhile  he  did  not 
neglect  the  advantages  offered  in  the  district 
schools  of  the  locality.  After  the  death  of  his 
uncle  he  remained  with  his  widowed  aunt  on 
the  farm  until  she,  too,  passed  away,  in  the 
spring  of  1876.  On  the  6th  of  December  of 
the  following  year  he  married  Miss  Margaret 
J.  Taylor,  daughter  of  John  and  Mary  (Swick- 
ard)  Taylor,  of  Jefferson  County.  He  then 
worked  a farm  in  Lee  Township,  and  after  re- 
maining on  this  place  two  years,  with  Incidental 
attention  given  to  the  mining  of  coal  in  this 
locality,  he  purchased  a farm  of  eighty  acres 
In  the  south  part  of  Lee  Township.  About  ten 
years  later  he  sold  this  property  and  purchased 
eighty  acres  of  his  present  farm,  one  mile  north- 
west of  Harlem  Springs.  Later  he  added  fifty- 
five  acres  to  his  farm  property,  but  by  the  sub- 
sequent sale  of  two  acres  the  tract  was  reduced 
to  its  present  area — 133  acres.  Mr.  Finnicum 
has  always  been  known  as  an  earnest  and  in- 
dustrious exponent  of  farm  enterprise,  and  his 
success  as  an  agriculturist  and  stock-grower 
has  been  such  as  to  attest  his  good  Judgment 
and  his  close  application  to  productive  Indus- 
try. For  a number  of  years  he  gave  consider- 
able attention  to  the  digging  of  coal  during  the 
winter  seasons,  an  appreciable  amount  of  coal 
having  been  mined  on  his  own  farm.  He  Is  a 
republican  in  political  adherency,  has  served  as 
a member  of  the  election  board  but  has  had  no 
desire  for  public  office.  He  has  always  been 
ready  to  do  his  part  in  the  furtherance  of 
measures  and  enterprises  advanced  for  the  gen- 
eral good  of  the  community  and  his  is  an  in- 
violable place  in  popular  confidence  and  good 
will. 

In  conclusion  is  given  brief  record  concerning 
the  children  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Finnicum:  James 
D.  is  a resident  of  Raymond,  Washington ; 
Charles  M.  resides  in  the  city  of  Minneapolis. 
Minnesota ; John  F.  maintains  his  home  at  Car- 
rollton. judicial  center  of  his  native  county: 
William  Albert  is  a progressive  farmer  of  I>ee 
Township;  Alanson  Is  engaged  in  farming  In 
Columbiana  County;  Jesse  W.  died  at  the  age  of 
about  thirty  years;  Crawford  R.  remains  at  the 
parental  home  and  is  associated  in  the  manage- 
ment of  the  farm ; Mary  Eleanor  is  the  wife  of 
James  Nape,  of  Washington  Township,  Carroll 
County;  and  Annie  C.  is  the  wife  of  Perry 
Roudebush,  of  Lee  Township.  Two  of  the  sons. 
Jesse  W.  and  Crawford  R.,  represented  Carroll 
County  as  valiant  young  soldiers  with  the 
American  Expeditionary  Forces  in  France  dur- 
ing the  World  war.  and  while  in  service  both 
contracted  Influenza.  Jesse  W.  having  been  con- 
fined In  a hospital  In  France  for  ten  weeks  and 


having  virtually  sacrificed  his  life  in  the  cause 
of  patriotism,  as  he  did  not  long  survive  after 
his  return  to  his  native  land,  his  death  occur- 
ring in  Canton,  Ohio,  on  the  7th  of  May,  1920. 

Frank  B.  Spiker  is  a representative  of  the 
fourth  generation  of  the  Spiker  family  In  Har- 
rison County,  within  whose  gracious  borders 
his  paternal  great-grandparents  settled  in  a very 
early  day,  upon  immigrating  to  Ohio  from  Penn- 
sylvania. in  which  latter  commonwealth  the 
original  American  progenitors  established  a 
home  upon  coming  from  their  native  Holland,  in 
the  colonial  period  of  our  national  history.  The 
great-grandfather  took  up  Government  land  In 
what  is  now  Stock  Township,  Harrison  County, 
and  began  reclaiming  a farm  in  the  midst  of 
the  primeval  forest.  Here  he  and  his  wife 
passed  the  remainder  of  their  lives  and  en- 
dured the  hardships  that  fell  to  those  who  thus 
established  homes  on  the  frontier,  in  the  late 
part  of  the  eighteenth  or  early  part  of  the 
nineteenth  century.  Christopher  Spiker,  grand- 
father of  him  whose  name  introduces  this  re- 
view, was  bom  on  the  pioneer  farm  In  Stock 
Township,  in  the  year  1806,  and  he  became  one 
of  the  substantial  farmers  of  his  native  town- 
ship. where  he  also  operated  a grist  mill  in 
the  early  days.  He  was  seventy-two  years  of 
age  at  the  time  of  his  death.  In  1879,  his  wife, 
whose  maiden  name  was  Ara  Carnes,  having 
passed  away  in  March.  1870. 

Frank  B.  Spiker  was  born  in  Stock  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County.  December  3,  1863,  and 
is  a son  of  John  W.  and  Nancy  (Crawford) 
Spiker.  both  of  whom  were  likewise  born  and 
reared  in  Stock  Township  and  the  latter  was  a 
daughter  of  Josiah  Crawford.  John  W.  Spiker 
was  born  July  31.  1833,  and  remained  until  his 
death  on  the  old  homestead  farm  which  was 
the  place  of  his  birth.  He  became  the  owner 
of  a valuable  landed  estate  of  nearly  600  acres 
and  was  one  of  the  leading  agriculturists  and 
sheep-growers  of  Stock  Towmship,  besides  which 
he  became  associated  with  his  sons  in  the  buying 
and  shipping  of  live  stock,  a portion  of  his  farm 
property  having  been  situated  in  Franklin  Town- 
ship. He  was  a staunch  republican,  was  an 
honored  and  influential  figure  in  his  community, 
served  many  terms  as  township  trustee  and  In 
1889  he  was  elected  a member  of  the  board  of 
county  commissioners,  in  w’hlch  office  he  served 
with  characteristic  loyalty  and  efficiency.  Both 
he  and  his  wife  were  earnest  members  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  at  Deersville.  in  which  he 
held  for  many  years  the  office  of  trustee.  He 
was  eighty-three  years  of  age  at  the  time  of 
bis  death.  December  30.  1916.  and  his  wife 
passed  to  eternal  rest  at  the  age  of  eighty-one 
years,  on  the  3d  of  January,  1913,  their  children 
having  been  five  in  number — Edward  C.,  Flora, 
Frank  B.,  Crawford  and  Birdella. 

The  early  life  of  Frank  B.  Spiker  was  passed 
like  that  of  the  average  farm  youth  of  the  lo- 
cality and  period,  and  he  profited  duly  by  the 
advantages  of  the  district  schools  of  his  native 
township.  He  continued  to  be  associated  with 
the  activities  of  his  father’s  farm  until  the  time 
of  his  marriage,  in  1900,  since  which  time  he 
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has  maintained  his  residence  in  the  village  of 
Deersville,  Franklin  Township,  where  he  con- 
tinues to  conduct  a large  and  prosperous  busi- 
ness in  the  buying  and  shipping  of  live  stock, 
with  which  line  of  enterprise  he  has  been  ac- 
tively identified  for  fully  a quarter  of  a cen- 
tury, besides  which  he  gives  a general  super- 
vision to  his  farm  property,  in  Franklin  Town- 
ship. For  the  past  several  years  he  has  been 
one  of  the  owners  of  the  grist  mill  at  Deers- 
ville, but  he  has  given  but  little  of  his  time  to 
the  active  management  of  this  industrial  enter- 
prise. He  is  a republican  in  political  allegiance 
and  he  and  his  wife  are  members  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  their  home  village. 

In  the  year  1900  was  solemnized  the  mar- 
riage of  Mr.  Spiker  to  Miss  Mary  Belle  Fulton, 
and  they  have  one  child,  Helen  B.  Mrs.  Spiker 
was  born  and  reared  in  Nottingham  Township, 
this  county,  and  is  a daughter  of  William  P.  and 
Emma  J.  (Cunningham)  Fulton.  William  P. 
Fulton  was  born  in  Nottingham  Township,  Har- 
rison County,  on  the  23d  of  October,  1835,  and 
was  a son  of  William  and  Elizabeth  (Pugh) 
Fulton,  the  former  of  whom  was  bom  at  Steu- 
benville, Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  April  25,  1806, 
and  the  latter  in  Nottingham  Township,  Har- 
rison County,  February  6,  1813,  their  marriage 
having  been  solemnized  on  the  3d  of  May,  1832. 
Mrs.  Elizabeth  Fulton  was  a daughter  of  Will- 
iam and  Bethsheba  (Johnson)  Pugh,  both  na- 
tives of  Nottingham  Township,  Harrison 
County,  where  the  respective  families  were 
founded  in  the  early  pioneer  days,  Mrs.  Pugh 
having  been  a daughter  of  Benjamin  Johnson. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  William  Pugh  became  the  parents 
of  seven  children — John,  Benjamin,  Ellis,  Enoch, 
William,  Jr.,  Elizabeth  and  Rachel.  After  the 
death  of  her  first  husband  Mrs.  Pugh  became 
the  wife  of  John  Heavilin,  and  they  became 
the  parents  of  two  sons,  Byron  and  Albert,  the 
last  mentioned  having  served  as  a soldier  in  the 
Mexican  war.  John  Pugh,  the  founder  of  the 
family  in  Harrison  County,  came  here  from 
Maryland  and  in  Nottingham  Township  he  re- 
claimed from  the  wilderness  the  farm  now 
owned  by  Marion  D.  Barrett.  Here  he  reared 
his  two  sons,  David  and  Wiliam,  and  his  sev- 
eral daughters,  and  here  he  and  his  wife  re- 
mained as  sterling  pioneer  citizens  until  the 
close  of  their  lives. 

The  paternal  grandparents  of  Mrs.  Spiker 
were  Philip  and  Hannah  Fulton.  Philip  Ful- 
ton was  a pioneer  school  teacher  at  Steuben- 
ville, Jefferson  County,  and  among  his  pupils 
was  Edward  M.  Staunton,  who  later  served  as 
secretary  of  war  in  the  cabinet  of  President 
Lincoln.  Mr.  Fulton  later  became  a pioneer 
farmer  in  Moorefleld  Township,  Harrison 
County,  where  he  reclaimed  a farm  from  the 
forest  and  where  he  was  a leader  in  community 
affairs,  he  having  served  many  years  as  justice 
of  the  peace.  He  and  his  wife  were  earnest 
members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  in  the 
faith  of  which  they  reared  their  children — 
Alexander,  William,  Philip,  John,  Hannah,  Jane, 
Mary,  Eliza,  Julia  and  Sarah.  The  son  William 
became  a substantial  farmer  and  stock-grower 
in  Nottingham  Township,  where  he  owned  at 


one  time  464  acres  of  land  and  where  he 
achieved  special  success  as  a sheep-grower.  His 
children  were  eight  in  number — John  Calvin, 
William  P.  (father  of  Mrs.  Spiker),  Alexander, 
Winfield  Scott  (died  while  serving  as  a Union 
soldier  in  the  Civil  war),  Hannah  (died  at  the 
age  of  four  years),  Rachel,  Louisa  and  Ellis. 

William  P.  Fulton  was  reared  and  educated 
in  Nottingham  Township  and  he  represented  his 
native  county  as  a soldier  in  the  Civil  war.  In 
the  autumn  of  1863,  he  enlisted  in  Company  F, 
Ninety -eighth  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  and 
with  this  command  he  continued  in  service  until 
the  close  of  the  war,  his  honorable  discharge 
having  been  received  July  19,  1865.  He  took 
part  in  numerous  engagements,  including  the 
battles  of  Jonesboro,  Tunnel  Hill,  Resaca,  Rome, 
Kenesaw  Mountain  and  Bentonville,  and  was 
with  Sherman’s  forces  on  the  historic  march 
from  Atlanta  to  the  sea.  At  the  close  of  hos- 
tilities he  participated  in  the  Grand  Review, 
In  the  City  of  Washington.  Thereafter  he  was 
numbered  among  the  prosperous  farmers  of  his 
native  township  until  about  1890,  when  he  pur- 
chased and  assumed  charge  of  the  grist  mill  at 
Deersville,  where  he  and  his  wife  have  since 
maintained  their  home.  Here  Mr.  Fulton  is  an 
appreciative  and  valued  member  of  John  A. 
Norris  Post,  No.  495,  Grand  Army  of  the  Re- 
public, and  his  wife  is  a member  of  the  Chris- 
tian Church.  July  5,  1866,  recorded  the  mar- 
riage of  Mr.  Fulton  to  Miss  Emma  J.  Cunning- 
ham. daughter  of  William  and  Jane  (McCul- 
lough) Cunningham,  of  Nottingham  Township, 
and  of  this  union  have  been  bom  four  chil- 
dren: Winfield  Scott  resides  in  the  City  of 
Columbus,  Ohio;  William  Marshall  maintains 
his  home  at  Spokane,  Washington;  Mary  Belle 
is  the  wife  of  Frank  B.  Spiker,  the  subject  of 
this  sketch ; and.  Bessie  Is  the  wife  of  Lance 
Bargar,  of  Deersville. 

Edward  C.  Spiker,  whose  excellent  farm  of 
120  acres  lies  partially  within  the  corporate 
limits  of  the  Village  of  Scio,  Harrison  County, 
where  he  maintains  his  residence,  not  only  gives 
his  supervision  to  this  farm  but  has  been  for 
many  years  engaged  In  the  buying  and  shipping 
of  live  stock,  in  which  he  was  formerly  asso- 
ciated with  his  father  and  brother.  In  the 
personal  sketch  of  his  brother,  Frank  B.,  in 
the  preceding  sketch  of  this  work,  is  given  ade- 
quate review  of  the  family  history,  so  that  a 
repetition  of  the  record  is  not  here  demanded. 
Suffice  it  to  say  that  Mr.  Spiker  is  a popular 
representative  of  one  of  the  sterling  pioneer 
families  whose  name  has  been  identified  with 
Harrison  County  history  for  more  than  a 
century. 

Mr.  Spiker  was  born  on  the  ancestral  home- 
stead farm,  in  Stock  Township,  this  county,  and 
the  date  of  his  nativity  was  May  19,  1860.  He 
continued  to  be  associated  with  the  work  and 
management  of  the  home  farm  until  his  mar- 
riage, In  1893,  but  In  the  meanwhile  he  had 
devoted  nine  years  to  successful  service  as  a 
teacher  in  the  rural  schools  of  his  native 
county.  After  his  marriage  he  established  his 
home  on  a farm  in  North  Township,  and  there

lie  remained  until  the  autumn  of  1917,  when 
he  removed  to  his  present  fine  farm,  lying 
partly  within  the  Village  of  Scio,  in  the  same 
township.  He  is  a republican  in  politics,  is 
affiliated  with  the  local  lodge  of  Knights  of 
Pythias,  and  he  and  his  wife  are  members  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in  their  home 
village. 

The  year  1893  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Spiker  to  Miss  Anna  J.  Miller,  daughter  of 
John  and  Margaret  (Smith)  Miller,  of  Franklin 
Township,  and  the  one  child  of  this  union, 
John  J.  M.,  is  a member  of  the  class  of  1923 
in  the  University  of  Ohio,  at  Columbus. 

Richard  Hetherington  is  one  of  the  leading 
men  of  Fox  Township,  where  he  owns  a valuable 
farm,  although  he  devotes  his  attention  to  coal 
mining  as  boss  of  the  Sterling  Coal  Company. 
He  was  bogs  at  Salineville,  Ohio,  October  6, 
1876,  a son  of  Richard  and  Jane  (Vasey) 
Hetherington,  natives  of  Newcastle-on-Tyne, 
England,  where  they  were  married.  The  father 
was  a miner  In  England,  and  continued  to  work 
at  that  calling  when  he  came  to  Salineville, 
Ohio,  for  a time,  but  the  last  twenty-five  years 
of  life  he  was  In  the  liquor  business.  His  death . 
occurred  about  1902,  but  the  mother  survived 
him  until  1912.  They  had  thirteen  children,  of 
whom  the  living  are  as  follows:  William  and 
Robert,  both  of  whom  live  at  Salineville,  Ohio; 
Maggie,  who  is  Mrs.  Henry  Westlake  of  Saline- 
ville; John  T.,  who  lives  at  Cleveland,  Ohio; 
Richard,  whose  name  heads  this  review;  and 
Charles,  who  lives  in  Fox  Township. 

When  he  was  fourteen  years  old  Richard 
Hetherington  began  digging  coal,  and  has  re- 
mained in  the  coal-mining  business  ever  since. 
At  one  time  he  and  his  brothers,  William, 
Charles  and  Robert  opened  a coal  mine  in  Fox 
Township,  which  was  a drift  one,  and  three 
years  later  sold  It  to  the  Sterling  Mining  Com- 
pany of  Cleveland,  after  which  Mr.  Hethering- 
ton worked  in  the  mine  for  two  years.  At  that 
time  he,  William  Hetherington,  Richard  Hether- 
ington, Mathew  Smith  and  Herman  Granpner 
opened  another  mine  In  Fox  Township  and  con- 
ducted it  for  about  four  years,  and  sold  it 
to  the  Sterling  Coal  Company,  Limited,  of 
Toronto,  Canada.  They  then  leased  the  Y.  & O. 
Mining  Company  of  Barton,  Ohio.  Six  months 
later  Mr.  Hetherington  engaged  with  the  Ster- 
ling Coal  Company  as  mine  boss,  and  has  since 
held  that  position.  In  March,  1907,  he  bought 
a farm  in  Fox  Township,  which  his  sons  con- 
duct. Since  making  his  purchase  he  has  sold 
thirty-nine  acres  of  the  farm. 

On  January  20,  1897,  Mr.  Hetherington  was 
married  to  Lula  Saltsman,  born  in  Jefferson 
County,  Ohio,  a daughter  of  Martin  and  Eliza 
(Van  Dyke)  Saltsman,  natives  of  Jefferson  and 
Athens  counties,  Ohio,  respectively.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Hetherington  became  the  parents  of  the 
following  children : Walter  Leroy  of  Salineville, 
who  married  Verona  Grove ; Erma,  who  married 
Fred  Everitt  of  Salineville,  has  one  son,  Fred, 
Jr.;  Harold,  who  is  on  the  home  farm;  Ernest, 
who  died  in  Infancy;  and  Helen,  Richard  and 
Delmar,  who  are  at  home. 


Mr.  Hetherington  and  his  wife  attended  the 
public  schools  of  their  several  neighborhoods. 
The  Christian  Church  holds  Mr.  Hetherington's 
membership,  and  for  several  years  he  was  a 
deacon,  and  has  always  been  Interested  in  its 
progress.  A republican,  he  has  served  as  trus- 
tee of  the  water  works  and  cemetery,  and  as  a 
member  of  the  school  board  at  Salineville. 
Fraternally  he  belongs  to  Salineville  Lodge  No. 
435,  I.  O.  O.  F.  In  every  relation  of  life  Mr. 
Hetherington  measures  up  to  the  highest  con- 
ception of  American  citizenship,  and  has  fairly 
won  the  prosperity  and  good  standing  in  his 
community  he  now  enjoys. 

Homes  White,  One  of  the  widely  known 
citizens  and  substantial  iiarmers  land  stock- 
raise  rs  of  Franklin  Township,  Harrison  County, 
Ohio,  is  Homer  White,  who  was  born  in  this 
township  April  12,  1860.  His  parents  were 
Joseph  T.  and  Mahala  (Johnson)  White,  both 
of  whom  were  born  also  In  Franklin  Town- 
ship. William  Johnson,  the  maternal  grand- 
father, was  an  early  pioneer  In  this  section,, 
coming  when  a large  portion  of  the  land  was 
yet  heavily  timbered  and  the  home  of  many 
Indians.  The  children  of  William  Johnson  were 
four  in  number,  namely : Sarah  J.,  who  married 
John  Czatt;  Harriet,  who  married  Moses  Gor- 
don; Caroline,  who  died  young;  and  Mahala, 
who  became  the  wife  of  Joseph  T.  White. 

Joseph  T.  White,  the  paternal  grandfather, 
was  bom  In  Pennsylvania,  married  Hannah 
Rodgers,  bora  in  Hamilton  County,  Ohio.  They 
came  in  pioneer  days  to  Franklin  Township, 
Harrison  County  and  lived  and  died  on  their 
farm.  They  were  faithful  members  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  They  had  chil- 
dren as  follows:  Wiliam  Pinckney,  Joshua, 
Warner,  Joseph  T.,  Charles,  Permelia,  Anna  and 
Hannah,  the  two  last  named  still  surviving. 

Joseph  T.  White  the  second,  spent  his  entire 
life  as  a farmer  in  Franklin  Township,  and 
both  he  and  wife  died  on  the  old  homestead 
there.  They  were  quiet,  industrious,  virtuous 
people  and  members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church.  Four  children  were  bom  to  them, 
namely : Alice,  who  is  the  wife  of  Wilson  E. 
McGonegal ; Homer,  who  is  a representative 
citizen  of  Franklin  Township;  Jesse,  who  died 
at  the  age  of  seven  months;  and  John,  who 
married  Bertha  Wallace,  of  Carroll  Comity,  and 
still  lives  on  the  old  homestead. 

Homer  White  obtained  his  educational  train- 
ing in  the  Weaver  School,  in  Franklin  Town- 
ship, and  gave  his  father  assistance  on  th>e 
home  farm.  For  one  year  after  his  marriage, 
he  resided  at  Uhrichsville,  Ohio,  but  then  re- 
turned  to  the  home  farm,  which  he  conducted 
for  the  next  seven  years.  In  1894  he  purchased 
his  extensive  farm  In  Franklin  Township,  con- 
sisting of  200  acres,  which  property  has  closely 
engaged  his  attention  ever  since.  He  finds  gen- 
eral farming  and  moderate  stock-raising  under 
his  progressive  methods  quite  profitable  although 
requiring  careful  and  Intelligent  management. 

On  May  17,  1886,  Mr.  White  was  married  to 
Ellen  Cecil,  daughter  of  Richard  and  Jane 
(Bliss)  Cecil,  and  they  have  five  children; 
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Della,  who  resides  at  home;  Earl  M„  who  lives 
on  one  of  his  father’s  farms,  married  Birdie 
Hines,  and  they  have  two  children,  Helen  and 
Lewis  Homer;  Frank  B..  who  is  assisting  his 
father  since  released  from  military  service;  and 
Forest  M.  and  Florence  Opal,  both  of  whom 
are  at  home. 

Frank  B.  White  has  an  honorable  record 
testifying  to  cheerful  and  efficient  duty  well  per- 
formed during  his  five  months’  service  in  the 
National  Army.  He  entered  service  in  July, 
1918,  and  was  sent  to  Camp  Sherman  and  as- 
signed to  the  organization  for  foreign  service 
when  the  armistice  was  signed.  The  young  sol- 
dier received  his  discharge  in  December,  1918, 
and  returned  to  his  home. 

For  many  years  Mr.  White  has  been  active 
in  politics  to  some  extent  and  has  been  called 
upon  to  serve  in  important  township  offices. 
For  four  years  he  was  a trustee  of  Franklin 
Township,  and  for  a like  period  served  on  the 
township  board  of  education.  The  family  at- 
tends the  Christian  Church,  of  which  Mrs. 
White  is  a member. 

Benjamin  F.  Price  has  wisely  followed  in 
the  footsteps  of  his  honored  father  in  his  con- 
tinuous and  successful  association  with  the 
great  basic  industries  of  agriculture  and  stock- 
growing, of  which  he  has  long  been  a substan- 
tial exponent  in  his  native  township.  He  was 
born  in  Franklin  Township,  Harrison  County, 
on  the  20th  of  October,  1847,  and  is  a son  of 
the  late  Joel  and  Sophia  (Leas)  Price,  the 
former  of  whom  was  born  in  Jefferson  County, 
thiH  state,  January  9,  1805,  and  the  latter  was 
likewise  a native  of  that  county,  where  their 
marriage  was  solemnized  on  the  24th  of  May, 
1836.  Mrs.  Sophia  Price  was  a daughter  of 
Jacob  and  Elizabeth  (Zimmerman)  Leas,  who 
were  born  and  reared  in  Adams  County.  Penn- 
sylvania, where  their  marriage  occurred  and 
whence  they  came  in  an  early  day  to  Jefferson 
County,  Ohio,  where  they  passed  the  remainder 
of  their  lives  as  sterling  pioneer  citizens,  their 
children  having  been  seven  in  number — Leonard, 
Maria  (Mrs.  Miser),  Sophia  (Mrs.  Joel  Price), 
Jacob,  Margaret  (Mrs.  Finnicum),  Eliza  (Mrs. 
Reukenbrod),  and  William.  The  paternal 
grandfather  of  Mrs.  Joel  Price  was  a native  of 
Germany  and  became  an  early  settler  in  Adams 
County,  Pennsylvania,  where  he  reared  a fam- 
ily of  six  sons  and  six  daughters.  After  their 
marriage  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Joel  Price  continued 
their  residence  in  Jefferson  County  until  1846, 
when  they  came  to  Harrison  County  and  settled 
on  a tract  of  land  which  had  been  secured  from 
the  Government,  by  the  father  of  Mr.  Price. 
There  the  passing  years  marked  the  develop- 
ment of  one  of  the  fine  farms  of  Franklin 
Township,  and  there  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Price  con- 
tinued to  reside  until  their  deaths,  when  vener- 
able in  years.  Both  were  earnest  and  influen- 
tial members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  at 
Feed  Springs,  in  which  Mr.  Price  served  as  a 
trustee  and  also  as  treasurer.  The  dates  and 
respective  dates  of  birth  of  their  children  are 
here  made  a matter  of  record : Jacob  L.,  Sep- 
tember 13,  1837;  Catherine.  September  30,  1839; 


William  H.  H.,  October  14,  1841;  Elizabeth, 
November  4.  1843;  Sarah  J.,  October  29,  1845; 
Benjamin  F..  October  20,  1847;  George  W.,  De- 
cember 3,  1849  (died  October  28,  1864),  Leon- 
ard, August  23,  1852;  John  L.,  December  30, 
1854;  and  Mary  M.,  December  28,  1859. 

Joel  Price  was  a grandson  of  Joslah  and 
Mary  (Frazier)  Price,  the  former  of  whom  was 
a native  of  Wales,  whence  he  set  forth  for 
America  when  a young  man,  in  company  with 
his  two  brothers,  one  of  whom  was  drowned  at 
sen  while  on  the  voyage,  he  having  fallen  over- 
board and  having  swam  for  half  a day  before 
he  succumbed,  his  pleadings  and  those  of  his 
brothers  having  not  availed  in  causing  the  cap- 
tain of  the  vessel  to  attempt  a rescue.  Benja- 
min Price,  father  of  Joel,  was  born  In  New 
Jersey.  December  12,  1768,  and  his  wife,  whose 
maiden  name  was  Catherine  Beebout,  was  born 
September  5,  1766.  The  parent^became  pio- 
neer settlers  in  Jefferson  Oounty\"Ohio,  where 
they  passed  the  remainder  of  their  lives,  the 
death  of  the  father  occurring  September  15. 
1853. 

Benjamin  F.  Price  gained  his  youthful  edu- 
cation in  the  pioneer  schools  of  Franklin  Town- 
ship and  in  a well  ordered  school  then  main- 
tained at  Feed  Springs.  He  thereafter  con- 
tinued his  association  with  the  activities  of  the 
old  home  farm  until  his  marriage,  in  1876.  when 
he  established  his  home  on  the  farm  which  has 
continued  to  be  the  stage  of  his  effective  enter- 
prise as  an  agriculturist  and  stock-grower  dur- 
ing the  long  intervening  years.  The  excellent 
buildings  on  the  place  were  erected  by  him.  and 
the  farm  comprises  166  acres.  On  the  place 
Mr.  Price  has  a number  of  pure-bred  Shorthorn 
cattle  and  Percheron  horses,  but  he  has  not 
specialized  in  the  raising  of  these  types  of 
live  stock.  He  is  a republican  in  his  political 
proclivities  and  he  and  his  wife  are  active  mem- 
bers of  the  Presbyterian  Church  at  Feed 
Springs. 

On  the  7th  of  February,  1876,  was  solemn- 
ized the  marriage  of  Mr.  Price  to  Miss  Mary 
R.  Barkley,  who  was  born  in  Tuscarawas 
County,  Ohio,  a daughter  of  the  late  Andrew 
and  Rebecca  (Welch)  Barkley.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Price  have  two  children — Edgar  K.  and  Lura 
M..  the  latter  being  the  wife  of  S.  Garfield 
Hitchcock,  of  Franklin  Township.  Edgar  K. 
Price,  who  has  for  the  past  twenty  years  main- 
tained partnership  association  with  his  father 
in  the  operations  of  the  home  farm  and  who 
individually  owns  eighty  acres  in  Franklin 
Township,  was  born  In  this  township  on  the  7th 
of  December.  1878,  and  his  early  education  was 
obtained  in  the  public  schools  at  Feed  Springs. 
He  has  always  remained  with  his  parents  on 
the  old  homestead,  and  for  twelve  or  more  years 
he  also  did  effective  contract  work  in  the  drill- 
ing of  oil  wells,  besides  which  he  has  leased 
I'nds  for  oil  prospecting  and  is  still  actively 
identified  with  oil  production  enterprise.  He 
pins  his  political  faith  to  the  republican  party 
and  he  and  his  wife  are  members  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  at  Feed  Springs. 

October  3,  1900,  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Edgar  K.  Price  to  Miss  Jessie  E.  Melaney.  daugh- 
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ter  of  John  and  Ella  Melaney,  and  she  died 

May  1,  1906,  leaving  no  children.  On  the  19th 

of  August,  1907,  was  solemnized  the  marriage 
of  Mr.  Price  to  Miss  Elizabeth  Wenger,  who 
was  born  in  Switzerland,  daughter  of  Rudolph 
and  Miriam  (Orepps)  Wenger,  and  the  one 

child  of  this  union  is  Benjamin  R.,  who  was 

born  June  13,  1909. 

Charles  W.  Palmer.  The  history  of  Monroe 
Township  would  not  be  complete  without  some 
mention  of  the  Palmer  family,  which  has  been 
established  within  its  confines  for  several  gen- 
erations, and  many  of  whose  representative  men 
have  been  actively  connected  with  agriculture  in 
all  of  its  branches.  One  of  these  representatives 
who  has  achieved  a notable  success  as  a farmer 
is  Charles  W.  Palmer,  born  in  the  township 
September  4,  1876,  a son  of  Richard  R.  and 
Frances  Elvina  (Gamble)  Palmer,  and  grandson 
of  Nicholas  Palmer,  the  latter  one  of  the  early 
farmers  of  Monroe  Township,  who  lived  here 
until  toward  the  close  of  his  life  when  he 
moved  to  Carroll  County,  Ohio,  and  there  died. 
He  married  Jane  Maxwell  and  their  children 
w’ere:  Eliza,  Richard  R.,  Martha  Jane  and 
Robert. 

Richard  R.  Palmer  was  born  in  Monroe  Town- 
ship March  20,  1851,  and  was  married  November 
30,  1875.  His  wife  was  also  born  in  Monroe 
Township,  June  25,  1854,  a daughter  of  William 
and  Nancy  (Kerr)  Gamble.  For  many  years 
William  Gamble  was  engaged  in  farming  in 
Monroe  Township,  but  he  spent  the  last  twenty 
years  of  his  life  in  Carroll  County,  Ohio.  His 
first  wife  was  named  Isabel  Gamble,  and  she 
bore  him  the  following  family:  George,  Mar- 
garet, Martha  Jane,  Isabel,  William  and  Wil- 
son, of  whom  William  died  while  serving  in 
the  Union  army  during  the  war  between  the 
North  and  the  South.  After  the  death  of  his 
first  wife  William  Gamble  was  married  second 
to  Ruth  Dew  and  they  had  two  children,  namely : 
Sarah  and  David  Wesley.  As  his  third  wife 
he  married  Mrs.  Nancy  (Kerr)  Weyandt,  widow 
of  John  Weyandt,  and  daughter  of  Robert  and 
Mary  Kerr.  The  children  of  his  third  marriage 
were  Frances  Elvina  and  Jerusha  Ellen. 

Richard  R.  Palmer  has  spent  practically  all 
of  his  life  in  Monroe  Township.  Both  he  and 
his  wife  are  members  of  the  United  Brethren 
Church.  They  became  the  parents  of  the  fol- 
lowing children : Charles  W.,  who  was  the  eldest 
born;  James  Delbert,  who  was  bora  October  8, 
1878,  married  Sarah  Penman;  Elsie  Lenora, 
who  was  bora  December  16,  1880,  married  Ed- 
ward Meese;  Roy  H.,  who  was  born  November 
18.  1883,  married  Mary  J.  Slonaker;  Elmer 
Glenn,  who  was  bora  June  10,  1886,  died  Janu- 
ary 9,  1887 ; Alice  May,  who  was  bora  December 
10.  1887,  married  R.  J.  Troutman;  Flemming, 
who  was  bora  April  24,  1890,  married  Dessie 
Warner  and  they  have  one  child, — Ruth  Eliza- 
beth ; Earl  G.,  who  was  born  December  31, 
1892,  married  Edna  Pearl  Shields;  and  Lloyd 
R.,  who  was  bora  July  2,  1896. 

Earl  G.  Palmer  entered  the  service  of  his 
country  during  the  great  war,  in  1917,  and  was 
stationed  for  some  time  at  Camp  Sherman  and 


assigned  to  Company  B,  Three  Hundred  and 
Thirty-second  Infantry.  Going  overseas,  he  was 
in  France  but  a short  time  when  he  was  sent 
to  Italy,  his  being  the  only  regiment  to  land  on 
Italian  soil  and  from  there  he  was  returned 
safely  to  his  own  country  and  honorably  dis- 
charged. While  In  the  service  he  was  the  car- 
penter of  his  company. 

Lloyd  R.  Palmer  enlisted  for  service  during 
the  same  war,  in  February,  1918,  in  the  Ma- 
rines, and  was  stationed  on  Paris  Island.  He 
was  sergeant  of  Company  C,  Second  Battalion, 
Thirteenth  Regiment.  United  States  Marine 
Corps.  His  organization  was  sent  overseas,  and 
during  the  time  he  was  in  France  Sergeant 
Palmer  was  principally  stationed  at  Saint 
Nezeire.  While  he  is  now  out  of  the  service 
he  belongs  to  the  Marine  Reserves. 

Charles  W.  Palmer  attended  the  schools  of 
Monroe  Township,  and  lived  with  his  parents 
until  he  was  married  to  Mary  Jenette  Penman, 
a daughter  of  Robert  and  Anna  (S'tubbins)  Pen- 
man, November  29,  1896.  Following  his  mar- 
riage he  began  farming  for  himself  in  his  native 
township,  and  continued  in  that  line  of  business 
until  1908,  when  he  entered  the  employ  of  the 
Sun  Oil  Company,  and  was  engaged  in  pumping 
oil  for  eleven  years.  Then,  in  the  spring  of 
1919  he  returned  to  farming.  He  and  his  wife 
have  three  children,  namely;  Robert  Penman, 
who  married  Gladys  Cables,  lives  at  Dennison, 
Ohio;  Francis  Delbert,  and  Joseph  Henry,  both 
of  whom  are  at  home.  Mr.  Palmer  and  his 
wife  are  consistent  members  of  the  Plum  Run 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

Robert  Penman,  father  of  Mrs.  C.  W.  Palmer, 
was  born  in  Fifeshire,  Scotland,  June  30,  1846, 
a son  of  Richard  and  Ellen  (Ramsey)  Penman, 
both  born  in  the  same  shire  as  their  son.  Rich- 
ard Penman  was  a coal  miner  in  Scotland, 
where  his  life  was  spent.  He  and  his  wife  had 
the  following  children : Richard,  who  came  to 
the  United  States  about  1880;  James,  who  died 
in  Scotland;  Robert,  who  Is  mentioned  else- 
where, being  the  father  of  Mra  Palmer;  and 
Ellen,  who  lives  in  Tuscarawas  County.  Ohio. 

When  he  was  twenty-one  years  of  age  Robert 
Penman  came  to  the  United  States,  and  located 
in  Fayette  County,  Pennsylvania.  After  living 
in  a number  of  places,  in  1872  he  came  to  Har- 
rison County,  and  was  married,  and  then  re- 
turned to  Scotland  where  he  remained  for  four 
years.  Once  more  he  came  to  this  country,  and 
for  the  past  thirty-four  years  has  made  Harri- 
son County  his  home.  Here  he  owns  108  acres 
of  land,  but  he  rents  his  farm  and  is  engaged 
in  digging  coal,  this  having  been  his  occupation 
since  he  was  nine  years  of  age.  He  and  his 
wife  became  the  parents  of  the  following  chil- 
dren : Mary,  who  was  born  in  Scotland ; and 
Sarah,  who  was  bora  in  America.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Penman  are  members  of  the  Plum  Run  Metho- 
dist Episcopal  Church. 

Robert  Penman  Palmer,  son  of  Charles  W. 
Palmer  of  Monroe  Township,  Harrison  Cbunty, 
though  a resident  of  Dennison  deserves  mention 
in  this  record  as  one  of  the  gallant  soldiers  of 
Harrison  County  in  the  World  war.  He  was 
with  the  Forty-second  or  Rainbow  Division.

He  was  born  at  the  home  of  his  parents  in 
Monroe  Township  September  8,  1897.  He  was 
not  yet  twenty  years  of  age  when  he  volun- 
teered and  enlisted  April  17,  1917,  at  Dennison, 
Ohio.  He  received  his  early  training  at  Camp 
Perry,  being  assigned  to  Company  K of  the  old 
Fourth  Ohio  Regiment  in  the  Thirty-seventh 
Division.  August  16,  1917,  he  was  transferred 
to  Company  H of  the  One  Hundred  Sixty- sixth 
Infantry  in  the  Forty-second  or  Rainbow  Di- 
vision. October  8,  1917,  he  left  Hoboken,  New 
York,  on  the  “Peoria”  for  France,  landing  at 
Brest,  and  after  some  intensive  training  with 
the  Rainbow  Division  he  was  placed  on  the 
Luneville  sector  from  March  11  to  22,  1918; 
Bacarat  sector  March  25  to  June  20th;  on  the 
Champagne-Marne  defensive  from  July  15th  to 
July  18th;  took  part  in  the  Aisne-Marne  offen- 
sive from  July  27th  to  August  3rd;  was  in  the 
Saint  Mihiel  campaign  from  September  12th  to 
16th;  in  the  Woevre  sector  from  September 
25th  to  30th;  and  in  the  Meuse-Argonne  battles 
from  October  10  to  November  7,  1918.  June 
18,  1918,  he  was  gassed  and  hit  by  shrapnel, 
and  was  in  hospital  recovering  from  these  in- 
juries three  weeks.  During  his  service  he  was 
in  France,  Belgium,  Luxemburg,  Germany,  and 
was  with  the  Army  of  Occupation  in  Germany 
for  six  months. 

In  April,  1919,  he  left  France  on  the  Levi- 
athan, landing  at  New  York  April  29th,  and 
received  his  honorable  discharge  at  Camp  Sher- 
man May  16,  1919,  more  than  two  years  after 
his  enlistment 

June  3,  1919,  Robert  Penman  Palmer  married 
Gladys  Cable  of  Dennison,  daughter  of  Lee  and 
Callie  Cable. 

Habby  J.  Johnson.  With  the  increasing  de- 
mand for  all  farm  products,  there  has  come 
a corresponding  added  value  to  the  work  of 
those  who  are  devoting  their  talents  and  time 
to  the  cultivation  of  the  soil  and  the  develop- 
ment of  the  agricultural  resources  of  the 
country.  Ohio  has  furnished  some  of  the  best 
examples  of  what  the  intelligent  man  of  today 
can  do  as  a farmer,  and  one  of  these  men  of 
Harrison  County  worthy  of  special  mention  in 
this  respect  is  Harry  J.  Johnson  of  Archer 
Township. 

Harry  J.  Johnson  was  born  in  Moorefleld 
Township,  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  February  18, 
1879,  a son  of  George  and  Mary  (Dowdel)  John- 
son. George  Johnson  was  born  in  Belmont 
County,  Ohio,  and  became  a farmer  of  Moore- 
fleld Township,  Harrison  County,  but  later 
moved  to  Cadiz  Township,  this  same  county. 
After  two  years  he  made  another  change  and 
for  eight  years  was  engaged  in  farming  in 
Short  Creek  Township,  leaving  it  for  Athens 
Township.  After  two  years  in  Athens  Town- 
ship, he  moved  back  to  Short  Creek  Township, 
and  there  he  remained  until  his  death,  which 
occurred  in  April,  1909.  His  wife  died  some 
years  before  him,  passing  away  in  April,  1895. 
They  were  consistent  members  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church.  The  children  born  to  George 
Johnson  and  his  wife  were  as  follows:  John 


William,  Jennie,  Louisa  and  Alice,  who  are  de- 
ceased, Robert,  Harry  J.,  George,  Edward, 
Golda  and  Charles. 

Harry  J.  Johnson  attended  the  district 
schools  of  Harrison  County,  and  at  the  same 
time  he  learned  the  essentials  of  farming  under 
his  father’s  care.  As  a young  man  he  began 
farming  in  Cadiz  Township,  and  remained  there 
for  three  years,  when  he  moved  to  his  present 
farm  of  ninety-three  acres  in  Archer  Township 
and  here  he  is  carrying  on  general  farming  and 
stock-raising  with  very  gratifying  results,  both 
to  himself  and  his  neighborhood. 

On  November  8,  1899,  Mr.  Johnson  was  united 
in  marriage  with  Jennie  Chaney,  a daughter  of 
Nathan  and  Nancy  Chaney  of  Franklin  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County.  Mr.  and  Mra  Johnson 
have  one  child,  Chester  F.,  who  was  born  Au- 
gust 3,  1901.  Both  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Johnson  be- 
long to  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  in 
which  they  are  held  in  high  respect,  as  they  are 
elsewhere,  for  they  are  people  of  fine  character- 
istics and  deserving  of  all  the  confidence  they 
inspire. 

Robert  H.  McGuire,  a trustee  of  Monroe 
Township,  and  one  of  the  successful  farmers 
of  Harrison  County,  is  a man  who  stands  very 
high  in  popular  esteem.  He  was  bora  in  Mon- 
roe Township,  October  1, 1865,  a son  of  Sampson 
and  Elizabeth  (Crumley)  McGuire,  and  grand- 
son of  James  McGuire.  James  McGuire  and 
his  wife  Nancy  (Beatty)  McGuire  were  bora  in 
Ireland,  from  which  country  they  came  with 
their  family  to  the  United  States  in  1818,  but 
she  died  soon  after  their  arrival  here.  They 
located  in  Green  Township,  Harrison  County, 
Ohio,  and  Mrs.  McGuire  is  buried  in  that  town- 
ship. Later  James  McGuire  moved  to  Monroe 
Township.  His  .two  children  were:  Sampson 
and  Eliza,  the  latter  of  whom  died  unmarried. 

Sampson  McGuire  was  bom  June  15,  1815,  in 
Ireland,  but  his  wife  was  born  in  Monroe  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County.  April  27,  1824,  and  she 
was  a daughter  of  Dr.  James  and  Jane  (Pru- 
vine)  Crumley.  Doctor  Crumley  was  one  of 
the  early  physicians  of  Harrison  County,  and 
he  was  one  of  the  active  members  of  the  Plum 
Run  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  His  wife  be- 
longed to  the  church  of  that  denomination  at 
Tappan.  The  children  bora  to  Doctor  Crumley 
and  his  wife  were  as  follows:  Elizabeth,  Mar- 
garet, Jane  and  Isabel. 

Growing  to  manhood  in  Harrison  County  to 
which  he  was  brought  in  childhood,  Sampson 
McGuire  became  a farmer  of  Monroe  Township, 
and  at  the  time  of  his  death  owned  188  acres 
of  land.  He  passed  away  July  6,  1879,  and 
Mrs.  McGuire  died  September  4,  1905.  She  was 
his  second  wife,  his  first  one  having  been  Nancy 
Hoover.  By  his  first  marriage  Sampson 
McGuire  had  the  following  family:  James  H., 
who  died  In  1881;  Adam,  who  lives  at  Scio, 
Ohio  ; and  Nancy,  who  married  J.  A.  Price,  lives 
in  Nebraska.  The  children  of  his  second  mar- 
riage w’ere  ns  follows:  Bell  Ann,  who  died  when 
small;  Margaret,  who  married  E.  A.  Phillips; 
William  B.,  who  Is  deceased;  Catherine,  who 
married  N.  A.  Smith;  David  C.;  John  C.;  Rob- 
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ert  H. ; and  Dr.  Samuel  B.f  who  lives  at  Dover, 
Ohio.  Mrs.  McGuire  belonged  to  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church. 

Robert  H.  McGuire  attended  the  district 
schools  of  his  native  township,  and  while  doing 
so  learned  the  details  of  farming  from  his 
father.  He  remained  at  home  until  his  mar- 
riage after  which  he  located  on  his  present  farm 
of  115  acres,  and  here  he  has  since  carried  on 
a general  farming  and  stock-raising  business. 
He  has  remodeled  his  residence,  putting  in 
electric  lights,  steam  heat  and  making  it  thor- 
oughly modern  in  every  respect,  and  he  also 
built  the  barn.  Since  1920  he  has  been  serving 
Monroe  Township  as  a trustee  and  has  saved 
the  taxpayers  some  money  by  his  care  of  their 
interests. 

On  June  16,  1892,  Mr.  McGuire  was  united  in 
marriage  with  Anna  Johnston,  a daughter  of 
Joseph  E.  and  Hannah  (Smith)  Johnston.  Mrs. 
McGuire  is  a sister  of  G.  H.  Johnston.  The 
children  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  McGuire  are  as 
follows : Nina  Deane,  who  married  Eugene 
Bower,  lives  in  North  Township,  Harrison 
County,  and  has  two  children — Elsie  May  and 
Robert  Eugene;  Nora  Verne,  who  lives  at  Pitts- 
burgh, Pennsylvania,  is  in  the  employ  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Railroad ; and  Samuel  Robert,  who 
is  at  home.  Mr.  McGuire  is  a man  who  takes 
a deep  pride  in  his  farm  and  his  premises  show 
that  he  knows  the  value  of  neatness  and  effi- 
ciency. His  buildings  are  modern  and  well- 
kept,  his  fences  are  maintained  in  good  order, 
and  his  soil  is  cared  for  so  that  it  produces 
banner  crops.  Many  of  his  methods  of  farm- 
ing are  so  good  that  they  have  been  adopted 
by  others  in  the  neighborhood  and  he  is  recog- 
nized as  an  authority  on  agricultural  matters. 

John  W.  Morgan  has  signalized  his  energy 
and  productive  ability  through  many  years  of 
successful  association  with  farm  Industry  in 
Harrison  County,  where  he  is  the  owner  of  a 
well  improved  farm  in  Stock  Township,  the 
property  giving  ample  evidence  of  the  thrift 
and  good  management  that  have  attended  its 
varied  operations.  Mr.  Morgan  has  here  con- 
tributed his  full  quota  toward  making  Harrison 
County  one  of  the  best  and  most  productive 
agricultural  sections  of  the  Buckeye  State. 

Mr.  Morgan  was  born  in  Belmont  County, 
Ohio,  on  the  1st  of  January,  1855,  and  there  he 
was  reared  to  adult  age,  his  early  associations 
having  been  those  of  the  home  farm  and  his 
educational  advantages  those  of  the  local 
schools.  He  is  a son  of  Thomas  and  Catherine 
B.  (Allen)  Morgan,  both  natives  of  the  old 
Keystone  State,  the  former  having  been  born  in 
Washington  County,  Pennsylvania,  where  he 
was  reared  and  where  he  served  in  his  youth 
an  apprenticeship  to  the  trade  of  cabinetmaker. 
He  finally  came  to  Belmont  County,  Ohio,  and 
engaged  in  farm  enterprise  in  Wheeling  Town- 
ship, where  both  he  and  his  wife  passed  the 
remainder  of  their  lives,  both  having  been  ac- 
tive members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  in 
which  Rev.  Moses  Allen,  father  of  Mrs.  Morgan, 
was  a clergyman  who  rendered  long  and  zealous 
ministerial  service.  Thomas  Morgan  died  about 


the  year  1867  and  his  widow  survived  him  by 
a number  of  years.  They  became  the  parents 
of  nine  children — Moses  A.,  Thomas  Newton, 
Maggie  J.,  William  R.,  Martin  Luther,  Cassie 
E.,  John  W.,  Millie  Florence,  and  Elmer  E. 
Thomas  N.  and  William  R.  were  gallant  young 
soldiers  of  the  Union  in  the  Clvi  war,  the 
former  having  served  three  years  and  having 
been  killed  in  battle. 

Reared  to  the  sturdy  discipline  of  the  farm, 
John  W.  Morgan  early  gained  appreciation  of 
the  dignity  and  value  of  productive  agricultural 
and  live-stock  enterprise,  and  his  good  Judg- 
ment has  been  shown  in  his  continuous  identifi- 
cation therewith.  He  remained  at  the  parental 
home  until  he  Initiated  his  independent  career 
as  a farmer,  and  on  the  19th  of  August,  1879, 
was  solemnized  his  marriage  to  Mary  Elizabeth 
Layport.  In  connection  with  this  important 
event  in  his  career,  Mr.  Morgan  purchased  his 
present  home  farm  of  ninety -two  acres,  which 
had  been  originally  owned  by  jQhn  Layport, 
grandfather  of  Mrs.  Morgan,  and  to  the  value 
of  which  be  has  added  by  the  Installing  of 
many  Improvements  and  by  maintaining  the 
place  at  the  maximum  stage  of  productiveness 
during  the  long  Intervening  years.  On  this  fine 
rural  domain  Mrs.  Morgan  was  born  June  19, 
1853,  a daughter  of  William  Layport,  the  latter 
having  likewise  been  born  on  this  old  homestead 
and  the  date  of  his  nativity,  June  12,  1805, 
showing  that  his  parents  were  numbered  among 
the  earliest  settlers  in  Stock  Township,  Harri- 
son County.  It  is  virtually  assured  also  that 
John  Layport,  father  of  William,  was  bom  in 
Cadiz  Township,  this  county,  where  his  father, 
George  Layport,  settled  when  this  section  of 
the  state  was  on  the  very  frontier.  John  Lay- 
port  was  one  of  the  first  to  institute  the  de- 
velopment of  farm  property  In  the  midst  of 
the  forest  wilds  of  Stock  Township,  where  he 
endured  bis  full  share  of  the  hardships  and 
herculean  labors  that  fell  to  the  lot  of  the  pio- 
neer and  where  he  lived  and  labored  to  goodly 
ends.  The  maiden  name  of  his  wife  was  Mary 
McCain  and  they  became  the  parents  of  eight 
children — Caspar,  Nancy,  George,  John,  Wil- 
liam, Abraham,  Isaac  and  Anna. 

William  Layport  passed  his  entire  life  on 
the  old  homestead  farm  in  Stock  Township, 
where  his  death  occurred  in  the  year  1866.  On 
the  10th  of  May,  1849,  he  married  Miss  Jane 
Laughridge,  who  was  bora  in  Jefferson  County. 
Ohio,  November  24,  1824,  a daughter  of  Edward 
Laughridge,  who  was  born  In  County  Tyrone, 
Ireland,  September  10,  1803,  and  whose  death 
occurred  in  Green  Township,  Harrison  County, 
Ohio,  June  16,  1889.  His  parents,  Edward  and 
Margary  (McConnell)  Laughridge,  Immigrated 
to  America  in  the  year  1809,  and  within  a 
short  period  thereafter  they  established  their 
home  in  Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  whence  they 
removed  to  the  western  part  of  the  state  a few 
years  prior  to  their  deaths,  their  children  hav- 
ing been  eight  In  number.  Edward  Laughridge 
developed  and  improved  one  of  the  fine  farms 
of  Green  Township,  Harrison  County,  where 
he  remained  until  his  death  and  where  his 
widow  continued  to  reside  until  she  too  passed 
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to  the  life  eternal.  Edward  and  Margaret 
(McConnell)  Laughridge  became  the  parents  of 
eleven  children — Jane,  Joseph,  Margaret, 
Thomas,  Robert,  Edward,  Elizabeth,  Nancy, 
John,  William  and  Samuel.  Mrs.  Laughridge 
died  August  26,  1868,  and  Mr.  Laughridge  later 
married  Susannah,  a daughter  of  John  Cona- 
way, of  Stock  Township,  two  children  having 
been  born  to  this  union— -James  H.  and  Susan- 
nah. The  religious  faith  of  the  family  has  long 
been  that  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

William  and  Jane  (Laughridge)  Layport  be- 
came the  parents  of  five  children — Edward,  who 
became  a clergyman  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church;  Mary  Elizabeth,  who  is  the  wife  of 
John  W.  Morgan;  Robert  B.  Layport;  William 
F.,  who  likewise  became  a minister  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church ; and  Perry,  whose  vocation 
has  been  that  of  farming.  Upon  coming  to 
Harrison  County,  Edward  Laughridge  first 
settled  in  North  Township,  whence  he  later  re- 
moved to  Green  Township,  where  he  continued 
his  residence  as  an  honored  pioneer  citizen 
until  his  death. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Morgan  have  two  children: 
William  Thomas,  who  is  engaged  in  farming  in 
Louisiana,  Caldwell  County,  married  Miss  Hazel 
Bechtelheimer  and  their  child,  Dorothy  Louise, 
now  resides  in  the  State  of  Louisiana;  Orville 
Allen,  the  younger  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Morgan, 
remains  at  the  parental  home  and  is  associated 
in  the  work  and  management  of  the  farm.  He 
married  Ruth  Gough  July  30,  1920,  and  they 
have  a daughter,  Francis  Evelyne  Morgan,  born 
May  1st,  1921.  John  W.  Morgan  is  a demo- 
crat in  his  political  allegiance  and  his  wife  is 
a devout  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
in  the  faith  of  which  she  was  reared. 

Frank  Woods  Fishel  has  spent  all  his  life 
in  Harrison  Township  of  Carroll  County,  and 
his  friends  and  neighbors  recognize  in  him  a 
man  of  substantial  industry  and  thrift,  one 
who  has  improved  his  opportunities  and 
achieved  a comfortable  home  and  farm,  and 
altogether  proved  worthy  of  his  American  citi- 
zenship. 

Mr.  Fishel  was  bom  on  the  homestead  where 
he  now  lives  November  14,  1881,  son  of  James 
and  Mary  (Woods)  Fishel.  His  father  was 
four  years  old  when  the  grandfather  died  in 
Washington  Township  of  Carroll  County. 
James  Fishel  lived  as  a farmer  in  Washington 
and  Harrison  Townships,  and  died  in  1907.  one 
of  the  highly  respected  citizens  of  his  com- 
munity. His  widow  is  still  living.  Frank  W. 
Fishel  is  the  youngest  of  their  children.  His 
brothers  are  Lawrence  of  Chicago  and  Charles 
of  Tuscarawas  County,  Ohio,  and  his  only  sister 
is  Mrs.  Maud  Hudson  of  Dellroy,  who  is  the 
mother  of  two  children,  Mary  and  Charles. 

Frank  W.  Fishel  grew  up  at  home,  attended 
country  school  at  Mount  Nebo,  and  graduated 
from  the  Dellroy  High  School  in  1901.  He 
took  two  summer  normal  courses  in  the  Ohio 
Northern  University  at  Ada,  and  before  getting 
down  to  farming  as  a permanent  vocation  he 
taught  in  his  home  school  of  Mount  Nebo  and 
also  in  District  No.  1 of  Rose  Township.  Since 


his  marriage  his  tasks  and  duties  have  been  on 
the  old  homestead,  where  he  has  140  acres  de- 
voted to  general  farming  and  dairying.  Mr. 
Fishel  is  a good  business  man,  and  besides  his 
farm  interests  is  a stockholder  in  the  First 
National  Bank  of  Carrollton.  He  is  a member 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  at  Dellroy. 

His  first  wife  was  Ella  Benedum,  daughter  of 
Frank  and  Mary  Elizabeth  (Hough)  Benedem. 
She  died  in  July,  1918,  leaving  two  children. 
James  David  born  in  1908,  and  Myrta  May, 
born  in  1911.  On  July  31,  1919,  Mr.  Fishel 
married  Sylvia  Gamble,  daughter  of  William 
Melville  and  Olive  Jeannette  (Long)  Gamble  of 
Rose  Township. 

John  T.  Heisler  passed  his  entire  life  in 
Harrison  County,  was  a representative  of  one 
of  the  honored  pioneer  families  of  German 
Township,  and  here  his  entire  active  career  was 
marked  by  close  and  effective  association  with 
farm  industry.  In  all  of  the  relations  of  life 
he  well  upheld  the  honors  of  a family  name 
that  has  been  prominently  linked  with  the  civic 
and  material  development  and  advancement  of 
Harrison  County  since  the  early  pioneer  period 
and  his  character  and  achievement  render  most 
consonant  the  memorial  tribute  here  entered. 

John  Thomas  Heisler  was  born  on  the  an- 
cestral Heisler  farmstead,  in  German  Town- 
ship, and  the  date  of  his  nativity  was  April  25, 
1843,  and  in  this  township  he  was  the  owner, 
at  the  time  of  his  death,  of  a fine  farm  of  190 
acres.  His  death  occurred  April  9,  1902.  On 
the  old  Heisler  homestead  was  born  John 
Heisler,  father  of  John  T.,  and  he  was  a son 
of  Henry  and  Catherine  Heisler,  who  came 
from  Pennsylvania  to  Harrison  County  very 
early  in  the  nineteenth  century,  as  shown  by 
the  fact  that  here  their  son  John  was  born  on 
the  6th  of  July,  1806.  Henry  Heisler  here  be- 
came the  owner  of  about  one  section  of  wild 
forest  land,  which  he  obtained  from  the  Gov- 
ernment, and  he  reclaimed  one  of  the  excellent 
pioneer  farms  of  German  Township,  and  he  and 
his  wife  remained  on  the  old  homestead  until 
their  deaths.  John  Heisler  passed  his  entire 
life  In  German  Township,  and  was  here  the 
owner  of  a valuable  farm  of  160  acres  at  the 
time  of  his  death,  when  well  advanced  in  years. 
He  married  Miss  Anna  Maria  Baer,  who  was 
!>orn  October  25,  1809,  and  she  likewise  attained 
to  venerable  age.  They  became  the  parents  of 
eight  children : Henry,  Jacob,  Susan,  William, 
Elizabeth,  John  Thomas,  Margaret  and  Lucinda. 

John  Thomas  Heisler  was  reared  under  the 
conditions  marking  the  later  pioneer  period  in 
the  history  of  Harrison  County  and  profited  by 
the  advantages  of  the  common  schools  of  the 
locality.  From  boyhood  to  the  time  of  his  death 
he  was  actively  identified  with  farm  enterprise 
in  German  Township,  and  his  earnest  and  well 
ordered  activities  not  only  brought  to  him  gen- 
erous prosperity  but  also  contributed  the  indus- 
trial advancement  of  his  native  county.  He 
was  a man  of  superior  intelligence,  of  well  forti- 
fied opinions  and  of  sterling  attributes  of  char- 
acter, so  that  he  naturally  commanded  and 
merited  popular  confidence  and  good  will.  He 
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was  an  earnest  communicant  of  the  Lutheran 
Church,  as  was  also  his  first  wife  and  Is  like- 
wise his  widow. 

In  1876  Mr.  Helsler  married  Miss  Emma 
Wiles,  a daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  Wiles. 
Mrs.  Heisler  and  her  Infant  son  died  in  1877. 
On  the  18th  of  September,  1878,  Mr.  Heisler 
wedded  Miss  Martha  Jane  Shultz,  daughter  of 
Hiram  and  Maria  (Sproll)  Shultz,  of  North 
Township,  and  she  still  makes  her  home  with 
her  son  James  B.  Of  this  union  were  born  six 
children : James  B„  who  remains  on  and  has 
active  management  of  the  old  home  farm ; 
Emma  A.,  is  the  wife  of  Walter  Lowmiller,  of 
German  Township,  and  they  have  three  chil- 
dren : Eunice,  Esther  Marie  and  Martha ; Bertha 
Jane  remains  on  the  old  home  place;  Sarah  L. 
Howell,  also  on  the  old  home  place;  Margaret 

A. ,  wife  of  Herman  Polen,  and  mother  of  four 
children:  Charles,  Anna,  Nellie  and  Vern  Lee; 
and  Wiliam  V.,  who  married  Miss  Ruth  Dye, 
and  they  became  the  parents  of  two  children: 
Catherine  (deceased)  and  Edith  Naomi.  After 
the  death  of  his  first  wife  William  V.  Heisler 
wedded  Mrs.  Anna  Stewart,  who  survives  him 
and  who  remains  on  the  home  farm.  They  had 
no  children.  After  the  death  of  the  honored 
father,  the  sons  James  B.  and  William  V.  as- 
sumed associate  management  of  the  home  farm, 
and  this  arrangement  continued  until  William 
married  and  left  the  place,  which  has  been 
under  the  active  and  sole  supervision  of  James 

B. ,  save  for  a brief  interval  during  which 
William  V.  again  gave  temporary  cooperation. 

Gbobge  W.  Patterson.  The  name  of  Patter- 
son is  one  of  the  best  known  ones  in  Archer 
Township,  where  it  is  borne  by  several  of  the 
leading  men,  and  it  stands  as  a synonym  of 
what  is  best  in  American  citizenship.  One  of 
its  representatives  in  this  part  of  the  county 
is  George  W.  Patterson,  who  was  born  in 
Washington  County,  Pennsylvania,  May  25,  1883, 
a son  of  Hon.  William  H.  Patterson,  county 
commissioner  of  Harrison  County,  and  a 
wealthy  farmer  of  Archer  Township. 

The  Patterson  family  was  foimded  In  this 
country  by  the  great-great-grandfather  of 
George  W.  Patterson,  who,  with  his  son,  James 
Patterson,  left  County  Down,  Ireland  in  1787, 
and  upon  reaching  America,  settled  in  Wash- 
ington County,  Pennsylvania.  James  Patter- 
son was  reared  in  the  new  home,  and  here  his 
life  was  spent.  He  married  Mary  Miller, 
and  they  had  a large  family,  among  whom  was 
John  Patterson,  grandfather  of  George  W.  Pat- 
terson. John  Patterson  was  born  on  his  fa- 
ther’s farm  in  Hopewell  Township,  Washington 
County,  Pennsylvania.  December  6,  1822.  and 
in  this  same  house  his  son.  William  H.  Patter- 
son. was  born,  September  9,  1855.  The  wife  of 
John  Patterson  was  Jane  McClelland,  a daugh- 
ter of  Thomas  McClelland. 

William  H.  Patterson  was  a farmer  of  Wash- 
ington County,  Pennsylvania,  until  1903,  when 
he  moved  to  Archer  Township,  Harrison  County, 
Ohio,  at  that  time  buying  his  present  farm  of 
163  acres  of  land.  In  addition  to  it  he  owns 
another  farm  of  100  acres  In  the  same  town- 


ship. William  H.  Patterson  was  married  in 
1882  to  Zella  Work,  and  she  was  the  mother 
of  George  W.  Patterson.  After  the  death  of 
the  first  Mrs.  Patterson,  Mr.  Patterson  was 
married  to  Laura  Denny,  and  his  third  wife 
was  Mrs.  Lizzie  M.  Wallace. 

The  maternal  grandfather  of  George  W.  Pat- 
terson, MaJ.  George  T.  Work,  was  one  of  the 
distinguished  officers  of  the  Union  army  during 
the  war  between  the  states.  Having  raised  a 
company  of  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania 
boys,  he  was  made  their  captain,  and  rose  to  be 
major  of  his  regiment  by  the  close  of  the  war. 
His  wife  bore  the  maiden  name  of  Catherine 
Denny. 

George  W.  Patterson  attended  the  public 
schools  of  West  Middletown,  Pennsylvania,  and 
came  with  his  father  to  Archer  Township,  find- 
ing plenty  to  occupy  himself  on  the  homestead, 
until  his  marriage,  when  he  left  home  to  found 
a home  of  his  own.  On  September  20,  1905. 
he  was  united  in  marriage  with  Nannie  Barger, 
a daughter  of  S.  D.  and  Martha  (Mafflt)  Barger. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Patterson  have  one  daughter, 
Martha. 

Following  his  marriage  George  W.  Patterson 
began  farming  In  Archer  Township  and  has 
been  so  engaged  ever  since.  He  carries  on  a 
general  farming  and  stock-raising  business,  and 
is  one  of  the  successful  men  of  his  neighbor- 
hood. Mr.  and  Mrs.  Patterson  are  members 
of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  of  Cadiz. 

Harvey  Sylvester  Ulman.  Some  of  the  most 
energetic  and  successful  farmers  in  Carroll 
County  live  around  Dellroy,  one  of  whom  is 
Harvey  Sylvester  Ulman,  whose  farm  of  ninety- 
five  acres  is  in  Rose  Township.  Mr.  Ulman  has 
not  only  made  an  excellent  living  as  a farmer, 
but  has  been  a citizen  of  value  to  his  com- 
munity. 

He  was  born  in  Brown  Township  of  Carroll 
County  January  17,  1879,  son  of  Adam  W.  and 
Mary  Jane  (Hazlett)  Ulman.  His  grandpar- 
ents were  John  and  Matilda  (FIshel)  Ulman, 
who  were  also  identified  with  Carroll  County, 
owning  a farm  In  Augusta  Township.  He  died 
at  Malvern.  Of  their  family  of  six  sons  and 
two  daughters  the  second  in  age  is  Adam  W., 
who  gave  part  of  his  active  years  to  farming 
In  Carroll  County  and  is  now  a mail  carrier 
in  Canton,  Stark  County,  where  he  and  his  sec- 
ond wife  reside.  His  children  are  John  Haz- 
lett and  Harvey  Sylvester. 

Harvey  S.  Ulman  attended  country  school  at 
Willow  Run  in  Harrison  Township  until  he 
was  seventeen.  His  schooling  was  limited  to 
the  winter  terms,  and  the  rest  of  the  year  he 
did  work  in  proportion  to  his  strength  and 
abilities  on  the  home  farm.  He  continued  to 
assist  his  grandparents  after  school  days  were 
ended,  and  his  career  throughout  has  been  one 
of  commendable  Industry. 

In  September,  1900,  Mr.  Ulman  married  Mary 
Jane  Haynam.  daughter  of  David  and  Lydia 
(Teegarden)  Haynam,  of  New  Franklin,  Stark 
County.  The  Haynams  are  an  old  English  fam- 
ily who  settled  at  Youngstown  and  also  In  Stark 
County,  Ohio. 
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After  his  marriage  Mr.  Ulman  bought  forty 
acres  near  Alliance,  Ohio,  and  during  the  four 
years  he  lived  there  raised  a large  amount  of 
vegetable  truck  which  he  sold  in  Alliance  and 
other  nearby  markets.  In  1905  returning  to 
Carroll  County  he  bough  his  present  farm  of 
ninety-five  acres  in  Rose  Township.  He  does 
general  farming,  but  has  also  specialized  to  an 
important  degree  in  breeding  Berkshire  hogs 
and  Rhode  Island  Red  chickens. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ulman’s  only  child  Ray  Tee- 
garden  died  January  7,  1912,  at  the  age  of 
nine  months  nine  days.  Mr.  Ulman  is  an  in- 
dependent republican  and  is  a member  of  the 
Baxter  Ridge  Methodist  Church.  He  is  also  a 
member  of  the  Subordinate  Grange  at  Dellroy. 

Erwin  L.  Simpson.  The  Simpson  family 
story  began  in  Harrison  County  in  1800,  with 
the  arrival  of  John  Simpson  from  Washington 
County,  Pennsylvania.  In  1790  he  came  from 
County  Tyrone,  Ireland,  to  the  United  States. 
In  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania,  he  mar- 
ried Margaret  McElroy.  He  and  his  brother 
James  Simpson,  came  to  Harrison  County  to- 
gether and  they  opened  the  first  store  in  Cadiz. 
When  they  sold  the  business  John  Simpson  lo- 
cated on  a farm  in  Stock  Township.  Six  sons 
and  three  daughters  were  born  to  him.  The 
brother  James  Simpson,  was  the  father  of 
Bishop  Simpson,  so  well  known  as  a foreign 
missionary. 

John  Simpson.  Jr.,  married  Margaret  Law, 
who  was  born  in  County  Tyrone,  Ireland,  in 
1820,  and  when  she  was  ten  years  old  she  came 
with  her  father’s  family  to  America.  Her  fa- 
ther, John  Law,  married  Bessie  Linn,  and  two 
sons  and  seven  daughters  were  born  to  them. 
John  Simpson,  Jr.,  was  born  in  Stock  Township 
In  1814,  and  his  marriage  occurred  in  1839,  and 
there  were  nine  children  born  to  him,  as  fol- 
lows: Mary,  Martha,  Maggie,  Matthew,  James, 
Henry,  William,  Ella  and  Frank  Homer.  The 
youngest  son  was  the  father  of  Erwin  L.  Simp- 
son. The  Simpsons  were  Methodists  and  re- 
publicans. 

Frank  H.  Simpson  as  a young  man  made  the 
most  of  his  educational  advantages,  and  all  of 
his  life  was  spent  on  a farm  in  Stock  Town- 
ship. On  December  17,  1883,  he  married  Phoebe 
Taylor,  a daughter  of  Samuel  Taylor  of  Tus- 
carawas County.  The  Taylor  family  Is  of  Eng- 
lish descent,  and  they  were  pioneers  in 
Tuscarawas  County.  Samuel  Taylor  married 
Melissa  Laken,  and  their  children  are:  Edwin, 
deceased;  Phoebe  and  James.  Mr.  Taylor  voted 
the  democratic  ticket,  and  his  family  are  Metho- 
dists. When  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Simpson  were  mar- 
ried they  settled  in  Stock  Township,  and  their 
children  are:  Edwin,  Nora,  Mary,  Annie,  Me- 
lissa and  Margaret.  Mr.  Simpson  died  In  1906, 
but  Mrs.  Simpson  survives  him.  She  is  now 
the  widow  of  Elmer  Brown,  Tuscarawas  County. 

Erwin  L.  Simpson  was  born  March  10,  1885, 
and  he  has  always  lived  on  the  farm  in  Stock 
Township.  In  addition  to  his  common  school 
advantages  he  attended  Tappan  High  School 
and  Scio  College.  In  1907  he  married  Sarah 
Fulton,  a daughter  of  Philip  and  Belle  (Hines) 


Fulton.  They  lived  six  years  In  Uhrichsvllle, 
where  he  was  employed  as  a shipping  clerk  In 
the  wholesale  grocery  with  McGovern  Brothers. 
With  that  exception  Mr.  Simpson  has  always 
lived  on  the  farm,  and  he  lives  there  now.  His 
livestock  specialties  are  registered  Berkshire 
hogs,  Red  Polled  cattle  and  Shropshire  sheep. 
He  is  a frequent  exhibitor  at  local  fairs  and 
at  the  West  Virginia  State  Fair  at  Wheeling. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Simpson  have  one  daughter, 
Helen  Isabelle.  They  are  members  of  the 
Pleasant  Valley  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
and  are  always  interested  in  any  movement  for 
the  betterment  of  the  rural  community. 

John  H.  Melany.  On  the  “Ocean  to  Ocean 
Highway,”  in  Monroe  Township,  Harrison 
County,  Mr.  Melany  is  the  fortunate  owner  of 
a fine  farm  of  187  acres,  which  figures  as  the 
stage  of  his  progressive  activities  as  one  of  the 
representative  agriculturists  and  stock-growers 
of  his  native  county.  He  is  a leader  in  his 
community  and  has  served  as  trustee  of  Mon- 
roe Township,  an  office  of  which  he  was  the 
incumbent  for  three  years. 

Mr.  Melany  was  born  In  Monroe  Township, 
this  county,  July  11,  1854,  and  is  a son  of 
John  R.  and  Martha  (McMillan)  Melany,  the 
former  of  whom  was  born  In  Washington 
County,  Pennsylvania,  May  4,  1815,  and  the  lat- 
ter of  whom  was  born  in  Ireland,  about  the 
year  1816,  she  having  been  about  three  years 
old  when,  in  1821,  her  parents,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Patrick  McMillan,  came  to  America  and  estab- 
lished their  home  on  a pioneer  farm  In  Monroe 
Township,  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  where  they 
passed  the  remainder  of  their  lives.  Mr. 
McMillan  died  in  August,  1843,  and  his  widow’s 
death  occurred  in  1852.  John  Riley  Melany  was 
a son  of  John  and  Sarah  (Quigley)  Melany, 
whose  marriage  was  solemnized  in  Pennsyl- 
vania. John  Melany  was  born  and  reared  in 
the  old  Keystone  State,  whence  he  came  with 
his  family  to  Ohio  in  an  early  day  and  be- 
came a pioneer  settler  in  North  Township, 
Harrison  County,  where  he  reclaimed  a good 
farm  and  where  he  continued  to  reside  many 
years.  He  finally  sold  the  property  and  re- 
moved to  Franklin  Township,  where  he  and  his 
wife  remained  until  their  deaths.  Both  were 
members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  and  he 
was  a democrat  in  politics.  John  Riley  Melany 
was  reared  and  educated  in  Pennsylvania  and 
was  twenty-five  years  of  age  when  he  estab- 
lished his  home  in  Harrison  County,  Ohio. 
Here  his  marriage  occurred  on  the  24th  of  Au- 
gust, 1848,  and  he  and  his  wife  settled  in  Mon- 
roe Township,  where  they  remained  until  1866, 
when  they  removed  to  Franklin  Township, 
where  he  continued  in  farm  enterprise  until  his 
death,  on  the  18th  of  March,  1880,  his  wife  hav- 
ing survived  him  by  several  years  and  both 
having  been  earnest  members  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church.  Mr.  Melany  was  a staunch 
democrat  and  was  a citizen  who  fever  com- 
manded high  place  in  popular  esteem.  Of  the 
children  the  eldest  is  Susannah,  the  wife  of 
Jewel  E.  Hillyer;  Miss  Ellen  resides  In  Frank- 
lin Township  on  the  home  farm;  Elizabeth  is 
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the  wife  of  George  W.  Crim;  Addison  Q.,  who 
married  Margaret  Downs,  Is  deceased;  and 
John  H. 

In  the  district  schools  of  Monroe  and  Frank- 
lin townships  John  H.  Melany  acquired  his 
early  education,  and  in  the  meanwhile  he  con- 
tributed his  quota  to  the  work  of  the  home 
farm.  This  association  continued  until  the 
time  of  his  marriage,  in  1888,  when  he  began 
independent  farming  in  Franklin  Township. 
About  1890  he  removed  to  a farm  in  Monroe 
Township,  near  Bowerston,  and  in  1892  he  pur- 
chased and  established  his  home  upon  his  pres- 
ent farm,  which  comprises  187  acres  and  the 
general  appearance  of  which  marks  him  as  an 
enterprising  and  progressive  exponent  of  agri- 
cultural and  live-stock  industry.  He  is  a 
staunch  advocate  of  the  principles  of  the  demo- 
cratic party  and,  as  previously  noted,  served 
three  years  as  township  trustee.  He  holds 
membership  in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
as  did  also  his  wife,  whose  death  occurred  in 
1907. 

In  1888  Mr.  Melany  was  united  in  marriage 
to  Miss  Mary  Ella  Carmack,  who  likewise  was 
born  and  reared  in  Harrison  County  and  who 
was  a daughter  of  George  and  Emma  (Adams) 
Carmack.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Melany  became  the 
parents  of  four  children,  of  whom  two  survive 
the  loved  and  devoted  mother:  Jessie,  now  de- 
deceased, married  Edward  K.  Price:  Harry 
Floyd,  who  is  engaged  in  farming  in  Tuscara- 
was County,  married  Etta  Coe  and  they  have 
one  child,  Pearl ; George,  who  is  associated  with 
his  father  in  the  work  and  management  of  the 
home  farm,  married  Miss  Rella  Fowler  and 
they  have  a fine  little  son,  Kenneth  Edgar;  and 
Etta  Bell  died  at  the  age  of  four  months. 

John  S.  Stew  art.  While  the  career  of  the 
late  John  S.  Stewart  belongs  rather  to  the  past 
than  the  present  of  Carroll  County,  he  having 
passed  away  thirteen  years  ago,  he  is  worthy 
of  remembrance  because  of  the  wholesome  les- 
sons taught  by  his  well-spent  life.  Starting 
with  no  adventitious  aids,  with  nothing  to  de- 
pend upon  but  his  innate  ability  and  steadfast 
resolution,  he  made  his  career  a success,  dis- 
charged all  the  duties  of  citizenship  and  father- 
hood, and  passed  to  his  final  rest  followed  by 
the  unfeigned  regrets  of  the  entire  community 
of  his  home  locality  in  East  Township. 

Mr.  Stewart  was  born  at  Alexandria,  Ohio, 
in  January,  1869,  a son  of  James  and  Rebecca 
(McCray)  Stewart.  James  Stewart  was  born 
in  Ireland  and  as  a child  was  adopted  by  an 
aunt,  with  whom  he  came  to  the  United  States 
and  settled  In  Columbiana  County,  Ohio.  Later 
he  went  to  Pennsylvania,  where  he  secured  em- 
ployment as  a clerk,  and  was  married  in  that 
state  to  Miss  McCray,  a native  of  Columbiana 
County,  Ohio.  His  fortunes  being  later  bet- 
tered, Mr.  Stewart  went  to  Alexandria,  Ohio, 
where  he  established  himself  in  business  as  a 
merchant,  but  eventually  disposed  of  his  inter- 
ests there  and  moved  to  East  Township,  where 
he  engaged  In  farming  until  his  retirement. 
His  declining  years  and  those  of  his  worthy 
wife  were  passed  at  Augusta,  Ohio,  where  both 
died. 


John  S.  Stewart  was  educated  in  the  district 
schools  and  was  reared  to  the  pursuits  of  farm- 
ing. Following  his  marriage  he  resided  on  a 
farm  which  he  rented  from  his  father,  in  East 
Township,  while  be  built  a house  on  another 
property  which  he  owned.  When  the  new  home 
was  completed,  he  occupied  It  and  continued  to 
engage  in  farming  in  that  community  for  nine 
years,  then  selling  out  and  purchasing  another 
farm,  of  117  acres,  which  was  well  improved. 
There  he  passed  the  rest  of  his  life  in  indus- 
trious and  successful  farming  operations,  and 
died  February  14,  1908,  since  which  time  the 
property  has  been  operated  by  his  widow  and 
children.  In  politics  Mr.  Stewart  was  a repub- 
lican and  was  an  ardent  advocate  of  the  prin- 
ciples of  his  party.  He  was  very  public- 
spirited  and  took  an  active  part  in  the  affairs 
of  the  township  and  county.  He  was  a hard 
worker  and  a man  of  strict  integrity,  his  word 
being  as  good  as  his  bond,  and  his  attachment 
to  the  faith  of  the  Bethesda  Presbyterian 
Church  was  sincere.  He  was  fraternally  affil- 
iated with  the  Knights  of  the  Maccabees  at 
Augusta,  in  which  he  had  numerous  friends,  as 
he  had  also  among  his  fellow  members  in  the 
Grange,  to  which  his  widow  belongs.  Mrs. 
Stewart  is  a woman  of  much  ability  and  nu- 
merous accomplishments  and  is  greatly  re- 
spected in  the  community  in  which  her  home 
has  been  made  for  so  many  years. 

On  December  1,  1892,  Mr.  Stewart  was  united 
in  marriage  to  Miss  Anna  Nlswonger,  who  was 
born  near  Summitville,  Columbiana  County, 
Ohio,  October  24,  1867,  a daughter  of  Jonathan 
and  Catherine  (Williard)  Nlswonger,  the  for- 
mer a native  of  Maryland  and  the  latter  of 
Columbiana  County.  The  grandparents  of  Mrs. 
Stewart  were  John  Nlswonger  and  his  wife, 
formerly  Miss  Nancy  Wiseman,  and  John  and 
Elizabeth  (Lindersmith)  Williard.  Five  chil- 
dren were  bom  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Stewart : 
James  N.,  who  Is  at  home  and  carries  on  opera- 
tions on  the  farm;  Mabel  R.,  the  wife  of  Floyd 
Baxter,  of  Minerva,  Ohio;  and  Earl,  Walter  and 
Grace  E.,  at  home. 

William  Mansfield  Hoobleb  has  by  energy, 
circumspection,  progressive  policies  and  fair  and 
honorable  dealings  built  up  a substantial  gen- 
eral merchandise  business  at  Mechanicstown, 
Carroll  County,  and  is  known  and  valued  as 
one  of  the  loyal  and  public-spirited  citizens  of 
the  community.  He  was  bora  at  Jewett,  Harri- 
son County,  Ohio,  on  the  9th  of  October,  1874, 
and  is  a son  of  Alonzo  D.  and  Mary  Elizabeth 
(Mansfield)  Hoobler,  the  former  a native  of 
Harrison  County  and  the  latter  of  Blooming- 
dale,  Jefferson'  County.  John  and  Sarah  (Mil- 
ler) Hoobler,  paternal  grandparents  of  William 
M.  Hoobler,  were  natives  of  Jefferson  County 
and  representatives  of  sterling  pioneer  families 
of  this  section  of  the  Buckeye  State,  as  were 
also  the  maternal  grandparents,  William  and 
Harriet  (Harrah)  Mansfield,  who  were  born 
and  reared  In  Harrison  County.  Michael  Hoob- 
ler. great-grandfather  of  William  M.,  was  born 
in  or  near  Harper’s  Ferry,  Virginia,  and  his 
father  was  a patriot  soldier  of  the  Continental 
Line  in  the  War  of  the  Revolution.  Michael 
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Hoobler  and  his  wife,  whose  maiden  name  was 
Catherine  Shultz,  were  numbered  among  the 
early  settlers  in  German  Township,  Harrison 
County,  Ohio,  where  they  endured  the  trials  and 
labors  of  pioneers  and  where  they  remained  on 
their  farm  until  the  close  of  their  lives. 

After  his  marriage  Alonzo  D.  Hoobler  settled 
on  a farm  near  Jewett,  Harrison  County,  and 
in  that  locality  he  has  maintained  his  home 
during  the  long  intervening  years.  He  is  now 
one  of  the  venerable  native  sons  still  residing 
in  Harrison  County,  where  his  birth  occurred 
in  the  year  1851,  and  his  wife  passed  to  eternal 
rest  on  the  27th  of  April,  1899. 

William  Mansfield  Hoobler  is  indebted  to  the 
schools  of  his  native  county  for  his  early  edu- 
cation and  passed  the  period  of  his  childhood 
and  early  youth  on  the  old  home  farm.  After 
his  marriage,  which  occurred  in  the  year  1897, 
he  continued  his  active  association  with  farm 
enterprise  for  six  years,  and  then  removed  to 
the  village  of  Mechanicstown,  in  Fox  Township, 
Carroll  County,  where  he  opened  a general  store. 
From  a comparatively  insignificant  beginning 
he  has  developed  a large  and  important  busi- 
ness, and  his  establishment  is  well  equipped  in 
all  departments,  the  stock  of  general  merchan- 
dise being  large  and  diversified  and  so  selected 
as  to  meet  all  normal  requirements  of  the  sub- 
stantial and  appreciative  patronage.  It  may 
incidentally  be  noted,  as  showing  the  modern 
facilities  of  the  store,  that  here  may  be  found  a 
goodly  line  of  automobile  supplies  and  accesso- 
ries, in  addition  to  the  general  stock  of  mer- 
chandise customarily  provided  in  such  estab- 
lishments. Mr.  Hoobler  is  liberal  in  supporting 
measures  tending  to  advance  the  best  interests 
of  the  community,  is  a republican  in  political 
adherency  and  he  and  his  wife  are  zealous  mem- 
bers of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  their  home 
village,  Mrs.  Hoobler  being  the  organist  of  this 
church.  Mr.  Hoobler  is  affiliated  with  the 
lodge  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  at  Augusta, 
the  chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  at  Carroll- 
ton, and  with  the  allied  organization,  the  Order 
of  the  Eastern  Star,  in  which  his  wife  and 
daughters  likewise  hold  membership. 

On  the  30th  of  May,  1897,  Mr.  Hoobler  wedded 
Miss  Edna  Belle  Scott,  who  was  born  at  Kil- 
gore, this  county,  July  27,  1872,  a daughter  of 
James  M.  and  Elizabeth  (McLaughlin)  Scott, 
the  former  a native  of  Carroll  County,  Ohio, 
and  the  latter  of  Washington  County,  Pennsyl- 
vania, where  she  was  bora  April  1,  1844.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Hoobler’s  children  are:  Claire 

Elizabeth,  who  was  born  in  December,  1898,  Is 
the  wife  of  Joseph  Parks;  Thomas,  of  Altoona, 
Pennsylvania ; Mary  Mansfield  remains  at  the 
parental  home;  Margaret  Scott  is  with  her 
eldest  sister  in  Altoona,  Pennsylvania ; and  Pau- 
line Jeanette  remains  with  her  parents.  Mrs. 
Hoobler  received  excellent  educational  advan- 
tages, including  a course  in  the  Muskingum  Col- 
lege of  Music,  in  which  she  developed  her  dis- 
tinctive musical  talent,  with  the  result  that  she 
has  been  specially  successful  as  a teacher  of 
both  vocal  and  piano  music. 

. James  M.  Scott,  father  of  Mrs.  Hoobler,  was 
born  and  reared  In  Carroll  County,  a son  of 


Robert  G.  and  Elizabeth  (Steeves)  Scott,  the 
former  a native  of  Washington  County,  Penn- 
sylvania, and  the  latter  of  New  Brunswick, 
Canada.  The  parents  of  Mr.  Scott  were  pio- 
neer settlers  in  Carroll  County  and  here  he  was 
reared  to  vigorous  young  manhood,  a status  that 
was  his  at  the  time  when  the  Civil  war  was 
precipitated  on  the  nation.  His  patriotism  was 
shown  in  his  prompt  enlistment  as  a private  in 
the  Eightieth  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  was 
assigned  to  special  duty  with  the  signal  corps 
during  a period  of  eighteen  months  and  then 
resumed  service  with  his  regiment,  in  which, 
by  faithful  and  gallant  service,  he  won  promo- 
tion to  the  office  of  major.  He  led  his  command 
in  many  engagements,  including  a number  of 
the  important  battles  marking  the  progress  of 
the  great  internecine  conflict,  was  with  Gen- 
eral Sherman  on  the  historic  march  from  At- 
lanta to  the  sea  and  continued  in  active  service 
until  the  close  of  the  war,  when  he  received  his 
honorable  discharge,  with  the  rank  of  major. 
After  the  war  Major  Scott  was  engaged  in  the 
general  merchandise  business  at  Kilgore,  Car- 
roll  County,  for  seven  and  one-half  years.  He 
then  sold  his  stock  and  business  and  removed 
to  Jefferson,  Harrison  County,  where  he  con- 
tinued in  the  same  line  of  enterprise  until  he 
established  his  residence  in  Harrison  County. 
In  1880  he  was  elected  auditor  of  the  latter 
county,  in  which  office  he  served  his  term  of 
three  years.  He  was  then  re-elected,  but  his 
death  occurred  shortly  afterward,  on  the  9th 
of  November,  1883.  His  widow  soon  afterward 
left  Cadiz,  judicial  center  of  Harrison  County, 
and  resumed  her  residence  at  Jefferson.  Nine- 
teen years  later  she  removed  to  East  Liverpool, 
this  state,  and  three  and  one-half  years  there- 
after she  became  a resident  of  Pittsburgh,  Penn- 
sylvania, in  which  city  she  has  since  maintained 
her  home  with  her  youngest,  daughter. 

On  the  20th  of  August,  1863,  was  recorded  the 
marriage  of  James  M.  Scott  to  Miss  Elizabeth 
McLaughlin,  who,  as  previously  noted,  was  born 
in  Washington  Comity,  Pennsylvania,  April  1, 
1844.  She  is  a daughter  of  James  Patterson 
McLaughlin  and  Mary  (White)  McLaughlin, 
both  likewise  natives  of  that  county.  Records  of 
the  family  would  indicate  that  Thomas  and 
Elizabeth  (Moorhead)  McLaughlin,  parents  of 
James  P.,  were  born  in  Westmoreland  County, 
Pennsylvania,  the  former  having  been  a son  of 
James  and  Margaret  (Mitchell)  McLaughlin. 
James  R.  White,  maternal  grandfather  of  Mrs. 
Scott  was  a soldier  in  the  War  of  1812,  the 
maiden  name  of  his  wife  having  been  Jane  Ross. 
The  various  family  names  of  kinship  indicate 
fully  Scottish  origin  of  unmistakable  order. 
Both  the  Scott  and  McLaughlin  families  were 
founded  in  Carroll  County,  Ohio  in  the  ’40s. 
Here  James  Patterson  McLaughlin  died  on  the 
8th  of  August,  1848,  his  father,  Thomas,  then 
becoming  guardian  of  the  children.  Mrs.  Mary 
(White)  McLaughlin  later  became  the  wife  of 
James  Forsythe,  of  Loudon  Township,  Carroll 
County,  In  1859,  and  Mrs.  Elizabeth  (McLaugh- 
lin) Scott  thereafter  remained  with  her  mother 
and  stepfather  until  her  marriage  to  James  M. 
Scott.  Of  the  children  the  eldest  is  Jessie  C., 
who  resides  at  Mechanicstown.  Carroll  County; 
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Edna  B.  is  the  wife  of  William  M.  Hoobler,  the 
immediate  subject  of  this  review;  and  Nina  S., 
who,  with  her  venerable  mother,  resides  in  the 
city  of  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania,  is  the  widow 
of  Frederick  G.  James. 

Albert  Wagner.  In  his  character  and  his 
worthy  achievement  the  late  Albert  Wagner 
honored  the  county  in  which  his  entire  life  was 
spent  and  in  which  he  was  a scion  of  a family 
there  established  in  the  pioneer  days.  He  be- 
came one  of  the  substantial  exponents  of  farm 
enterprise  in  Carroll  County,  was  for  ten  years 
the  efficient  and  popular  superintendent  of  the 
Carroll  County  infirmary,  and  he  passed  the 
closing  years  of  his  life  at  Carrollton,  where 
he  died  on  the  1st  of  March,  1917,  in  the  at- 
tractive residence  which  he  erected  on  Pros- 
pect street,  his  widow  having  sold  this  property 
in  the  following  year  and  having  then  pur- 
chased her  present  fine  home  place,  at  378  South 
Lisbon  Street. 

Albert  Wagner  was  bom  in  Carroll  County  on 
the  18th  of  March,  1859,  a son  of  Isaac  and 
Mary  Ann  (Hidey)  Wagner,  who  here  passed 
their  entire  lives,  the  father  having  been  a car- 
penter by  trade  but  having  been  engaged  in 
farming  in  Perry  Township  at  the  time  of  his 
death,  his  political  support  having  been  given 
to  the  democratic  party  and  both  he  and  his 
wife  having  been  members  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church.  They  became  the  parents  of 
four  children — Albert.  Nannie,  Ida  and  Lillie. 

Henry  and  Susannah  (Abel)  Wagner,  grand- 
parents of  the  subject  of  this  memoir,  were 
sterling  pioneers  of  Carroll  County. 

Reared  to  the  sturdy  discipline  of  the  home 
farm  and  afforded  the  advantages  of  the  public 
schools  of  his  native  county,  Albert  Wagher 
eventually  became  the  owner  of  a well  improved 
farm  in  Center  Township,  one  mile  north  of 
Carrollton,  the  county  seat.  There  he  contin- 
ued his  successful  enterprise  as  an  agricultur- 
ist and  stock-grower  until  1897,  when  he  was 
chosen  superintendent  of  the  county  infirmary 
and  farm,  of  which  he  continued  the  able  execu- 
tive head  for  ten  years.  Upon  his  retirement 
from  this  position  he  returned  to  his  farm, 
where  he  remained  ten  years,  at  the  expiration 
of  which  he  retired  and  established  his  home 
at  Carrollton,  where  he  passed  the  residue  of 
his  life,  as  previously  stated  in  this  sketch. 
His  political  allegiance  was  given  unreservedly 
to  the  republican  party,  he  was  affiliated  with 
the  Knights  of  the  Maccabees,  and  his  religious 
faith  was  that  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  of  which  his  widow  likewise  is  a zealous 
member. 

On  the  13th  of  November,  1884,  was  solemn- 
ized the  marriage  of  Mr.  Wagner  to  Miss  Elsie 
Smeltz,  who  was  bom  in  Union  Township.  Car- 
roll  County,  August  1.  1859.  a daughter  of  Peter 
and  Nancy  (Norris)  Smeltz.  both  likewise  na- 
tives of  Union  Township,  where  the  former  was 
born  in  1832  and  the  latter  in  1834.  Mr.  Smeltz 
became  one  of  the  representative  farmers  of 
his  native  township,  where  his  well  improved 
farm  was  about  a mile  distant  from  that  on 
which  he  was  bora,  and  his  death  occurred  In 
1808,  his  first  wife  having  passed  away  In  1876. 


Both  were  earnest  members  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  and  his  political  views  were 
In  consonance  with  the  principles  of  the  repub- 
lican party.  Peter  and  Nancy  (Norris)  Smeltz 
became  the  parents  of  six  children — Wiliam, 
Catherine,  Marion,  Elsie,  Electa  and  Grant. 
The  second  marriage  of  Mr.  Smeltz  was  with 
Margaret  McCort.  and  they  became  the  parents 
of  three  children — Ross,  Bessie  and  James.  Pe- 
ter Smeltz  was  a son  of  Louis  and  Catherine 
(Harpel)  Smeltz.  who  came  from  Washington 
County,  Pennsylvania,  and  became  pioneer  set- 
tlers in  Carroll  County,  Ohio,  where  they  passed 
the  remainder  of  their  lives.  William  and  Mar- 
tha (McCommas)  Norris,  maternal  grandparents 
of  Mrs.  Wagner,  likewise  came  from  Washing- 
ton County,  Pennsylvania,  to  Carroll  County, 
where  they  contributed  their  share  to  pioneer 
development  and  progress  and  where  they  main- 
tained their  home  until  the  close  of  their  lives. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wagner  became  the  parents  of  two 
children,  of  whom  the  first,  a son,  died  in  in- 
fancy. Isaac  Ralph,  the  surviving  son,  was 
bom  in  Perry  Township,  October  18,  1889,  and 
gained  his  early  education  in  the  public  schools, 
including  the  Carrollton  High  School.  For  a 
time  he  was  employed  in  the  freight  office  of  the 
Wheeling  & Lake  Erie  Railroad  at  Carrollton. 
He  then  went  to  the  city  of  Akron,  where  he 
was  in  the  employ  of  the  Goodyear  Rubber 
Company  until  he  connected  himself  with  the 
Timpkins  Company,  manufacturers  of  vehicle 
springs,  with  which  concern  he  is  now  traffic 
manager  for  one  of  its  manufacturing  plants,  in 
the  city  of  Canton.  Stark  County.  He  is  affili- 
ated with  the  Masonic  fraternity,  including  the 
Knights  Templar.  Is  a republican  in  politics  and 
he  and  his  wife  hold  membership  in  the  Meth- 
odist Episcopal  Church,  in  the  faith  of  which  he 
was  reared.  On  the  4th  of  August.  1916,  Mr. 
Wagner  was  united  in  marriage  to  Miss  Lois 
Moore,  of  Carrollton,  she  having  been  graduated 
in  the  Carrollton  High  School  and  later  in  the 
Detroit  Conservatory  of  Music.  Her  father,  the 
late  Charles  Moore,  was  a well  known  citizen 
of  Carrollton. 

Ira  F.  Slonaker.  one  of  the  successful  farm- 
ers of  Monroe  Township,  and  a man  who  is  held 
in  the  highest  esteem  In  Harrison  County,  owns 
a fine  farm  of  261  acres  of  land.  He  was  bom 
in  Monroe  Township,  Harrison  County.  Ohio, 
September  13.  1870.  a son  of  David  and  Sarah 
Jane  (Robey)  Slonaker,  both  of  whom  were 
born  in  Monroe  Township.  Mr.  Slonaker  was  a 
daughter  of  John  and  Zinema  (Newton)  Robey. 
John  A.  Robey  was  one  of  the  early  farmers 
of  Monroe  Township  and  after  locating  in  this 
neigh borliood.  continued  to  reside  here  until 
his  de°th.  The  children  of  John  A.  Robey  and 
his  wife  were  as  follows:  Luther.  William,  Sa- 
rah Jane.  George.  Martha.  >ddie  and  Anna.  The 
Robey  family  were  all  members  of  the  United 
Brethren  Church. 

David  Slonaker  was  reared  and  educated  in 
Monroe  Township,  and  became  one  of  its  ener- 
getic farmers.  For  many  years  he  was  also 
an  employe  of  the  Panhandle  Railroad,  but 
spent  his  last  years  on  his  farm.  Like  the 
Robeys  he  and  his  wife  united  with  the  United 
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Brethren  Church.  David  Slonaker  and  his  wife 
had  these  children  born  to  them:  Laura,  who 
lives  at  Colorado  Springs,  Colorado;  Edwin, 
who  lives  at  Indianapolis,  Indiana ; Ira  F., 
whose  name  heads  this  review;  Aljo,  who  died 
in  infancy;  Luella,  who  married  Von  Boston, 
lives  at  Colorado  Springs,  Colorado;  and  Etta 
Bell,  who  Is  deceased,  married  Warn  Woodruff. 

Ira  F.  Slonaker  attended  the  district  schools 
of  Monroe  Township  until  he  was  thirteen  years 
old  when  he  went  to  live  with  his  uncle,  E.  M. 
Long,  with  whom  he  remained  until  his  mar- 
riage in  1898  to  Diana  Trushell,  a daughter  of 
George  and  Rushllla  (Clark)  Trushell.  Follow- 
ing his  marriage  Mr.  Slonaker  began  farming 
in  Monroe  Township  on  one  of  the  farms  he 
now  owns,  and  has  continued  to  be  engaged  in 
this  line  of  endeavor  ever  since.  In  addition 
to  carrying  on  general  farming  and  stockrais- 
ing, he  specializes  in  fruit-growing,  and  has 
some  of  the  most  valuable  property  in  the  town- 
ship. Mr.  and  Mrs.  .Slonaker  became  the  par- 
ents of  the  following  children:  Mary  Jane, 

who  married  Roy  Palmer,  a farmer  of  Monroe 
Township,  has  one  son,  George;  May  Bell,  who 
married  Arthur  McMillen,  had  three  children: 
Pauline,  Donald  and  Lela  Jane,  and  lives  at 
Bowerston,  Ohio;  Earl  Edward,  William  and 
Frank,  who  are  all  deceased;  and  Laura,  who 
is  the  youngest.  In  November,  1918,  Mr.  Slo- 
naker and  his  wife  were  called  upon  to  bear 
one  of  the  heaviest  sorrows  which  can  befall 
parents  for  their  three  sons,  fine,  healthy  youn# 
men,  were  stricken  with  the  Influenza  and  died 
within  four  days  of  each  other.  It  has  taken 
all  of  the  Christian  fortitude  gathered  from 
their  long  membership  in  the  Tunnell  Hill 
United  Brethren  Church  to  enable  them  to  sub- 
mit to  their  loss.  It  is  in  times  like  this  ter- 
rible affliction  that  the  souls  of  humans  are 
tried,  and  those  who  are  professed  Christians 
emerge  from  the  ordeal  sustained  by  a strength 
given  them  from  above.  The  entire  neighbor- 
hood sympathized  with  the  bereaved  family  and 
remember  the  young  men  with  kindly  regret 
and  admiration  for  their  many  excellent  traits 
of  character. 

Charles  F.  McCauley  is  the  youngest  of  the 
three  sons  of  the  late  Booth  and  Mary  Eliza- 
beth (Smylie)  McCauley,  and  it  is  gratifying 
to  record  that  each  of  the  sons  find  individual 
representation  in  this  history  of  their  native 
county,  with  whose  history  the  family  name 
has  been  long  and  worthily  identified.  For  de- 
tailed information  concerning  the  family,  and 
especially  the  late  Booth  McCauley,  reference 
may  readily  be  made  to  the  sketches  dedicated 
to  Smylie  F.  McCauley  and  Robert  Forbes  Mc- 
Cauley, on  other  pages. 

Charles  F.  McCauley  was  born  on  the  fine  old 
homestead  farm  which  is  his  present  place  of 
residence,  in  Monroe  Township,  and  the  date  of 
his  nativity  was  January  14,  1889.  His  father 
accumulated  a large  and  valuable  landed  estate 
in  this  township,  and  of  the  same  Charles  F. 
owns  the  old  homestead  place,  which  comprises 
281  acres  and  which  has  been  the  stage  of  his 
activities  from  the  time  he  initiated  his  con- 
structive service  In  connection  with  farm  in- 


dustry. He  profited  fully  by  the  advantages 
afforded  in  the  public  schools  of  his  native 
township  and  is  one  of  the  vigorous  and  dis- 
criminating young  representatives  of  agricul- 
tural and  live-stock  enterprise  in  Harrison 
County,  where  his  popularity  is  on  a parity 
with  his  sterling  character  and  genial  personal- 
ity. He  gives  his  political  alegiance  to  the 
democratic  party  and  takes  lively  interest  in 
measures  and  enterprises  advanced  for  the  gen- 
eral good  of  his  home  community  and  native 
county.  On  June  10,  1920,  he  married  Mary, 
the  daughter  of  William  and  Margaret  (Wag- 
ner) Morland,  of  Monroe  Township. 

Smylie  F.  McCauley,  who  has  impressed 
himself  admirably  in  successful  farm  industry 
in  Monroe  Township,  Harrison  County,  is  not 
only  a representative  farmer  of  his  native  town- 
ship and  county  but  also  a scion  of  a family 
whose  name  has  been  long  and  worthily  iden- 
tified with  the  civic  and  material  interests  of 
this  favored  section  of  the  Buckeye  State.  As 
ample  data  concerning  the  family  appear  on 
other  pages  of  this  work,  in  the  sketch  dedi- 
cated to  Robert  Forbes  McCauley,  it  is  unnec- 
essary to  repeat  the  record  in  the  article  here 
presented. 

Smylie  F.  McCauley  was  bora  in  Monroe 
Township,  this  county,  on  the  9th  of  May,  1880, 
and  is  a son  of  Booth  and  Mary  Elizabeth 
(Smylie)  McCauley,  the  former  of  whom  was 
bora  In  Monroe  Township  and  the  latter  in  Ar- 
cher Township,  this  county.  Booth  McCauley 
was  a son  of  Robert  McCauley,  who  was  born 
in  Ireland  and  who  became  an  honored  pio- 
neer settler  in  Harrison  County,  where  he  re- 
claimed a farm  in  Monroe  Township  and  where 
he  and  his  wife  passed  the  rest  of  their  lives. 
Booth  McCauley  was  reared  and  educated  in 
this  county  and  became  one  of  the  prosperous 
farmers  and  substantial  and  popular  citizens 
of  Monroe  Township,  his  entire  life  having  there 
been  passed  and  his  death  having  occurred 
March  11,  1919.  He  and  his  loved  and  devoted 
wife  were  not  long  separated,  as  she  died  one 
year  and  two  days  later,  on  the  18th  of  March, 
1920.  Mr.  McCauley  was  a man  of  much  ability 
and  accumulated  a valuable  landed  estate  of 
388  acres,  in  connection  with  which  he  held 
status  as  one  of  the  most  successful  farmers  of 
his  native  county.  He  was  a democrat  in  poli- 
tics and  his  wife  held  membership  in  the  Pres- 
byterian Church.  They  became  the  parents  of 
four  children — Robert  F.,  Smylie  F.,  Sarah  A., 
and  Charles  Floyd.  The  only  daughter  is  the 
wife  of  John  M.  Hamil,  of  Crafton,  Pennsyl- 
vania. 

Smylie  F.  McCauley  Is  Indebted  to  the  public 
schools  in  Monroe  Township  for  his  youthful 
education  and  he  continued  to  remain  at  the 
parental  home  until  the  time  of  his  marriage, 
in  1905.  Since  that  time  he  has  lived  on  one 
of  his  father  s farms,  not  far  distant  from  the 
old  homestead,  and  he  is  now  the  owner  of  his 
residential  farm,  of  104  acres,  as  well  as  an- 
other farm,  of  fifty-three  acres,  likewise  in  Mon- 
roe Township.  He  is  a staunch  democrat,  takes 
lively  Interest  in  all  that  touches  the  wellbeing 
of  his  home  community  and  native  county  and 
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in  September,  1919,  he  entered  service  as  trustee 
of  Monroe  Township,  an  office  in  which  he  is 
giving  excellent  account  of  himself  at  the  time 
of  this  writing,  in  the  summer  of  1920.  Both 
he  and  his  wife  hold  membership  in  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  at  Bowerston. 

The  year  1906  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
McCauley  to  Miss  Aleta  Hanna,  daughter  of 
Robert  A.  and  Alice  (English)  Hanna,  of  Mon- 
roe Township,  and  the  three  children  of  this 
union  are  Wilfred  Booth,  Mary  Maxine  and 
Robert  Hanna. 

The  mother  of  Mr.  McCauley  likewise  was  a 
representative  of  a sterling  pioneer  family  of 
Harrison  County.  She  was  a daughter  of  Rob- 
ert and  Esther  (Hanna)  Smylie,  and  her  fa- 
ther was  one  of  the  fourteen  children  born  to 
William  and  Rachel  (Borland)  Smylie.  Will- 
iam Smylie  was  born  in  Washington  County, 
Pennsylvania,  in  1794,  a son  of  David 
and  Sarah  Jane  (Coon)  Smylie,  who  there  es- 
tablished their  home  upon  immigrating  to 
America  from  their  native  Ireland.  In  1816 
David  Smylie  came  to  Harrison  County,  Ohio, 
and  established  his  residence  at  Cadiz,  where 
he  and  his  wife  remained  until  their  death  and 
where  both  passed  away  in  the  year  1843.  They 
were  the  parents  of  three  sons  and  one  daugh- 
ter. William  Smylie  continued  his  association 
with  farm  industry  in  Harrison  County  until 
1866,  when  he  became  a pioneer  settler  in 
Washington  County,  Iowa,  where  he  secured  a 
large  tract  of  land  and  where  he  died  in  Febru- 
ary, 1868,  his  widow  surviving  until  March, 
1875.  Robert  Smylie  became  a representative 
farmer  of  Harrison  County  and  both  he  and  his 
wife  here  remained  until  their  deaths. 

Robert  C.  Scott,  Jr.,  who  is  associated  with 
his  brother  James  M.  In  the  conducting  of  a 
prosperous  general  merchandise  business  at 
Harlem  Springs,  Carroll  County,  has  had  a di- 
versified and  interesting  career  that  has  involved 
his  residence  in  various  states  of  the  Union, 
but  his  loyalty  to  and  appreciation  of  his  native 
county  eventually  led  to  his  returning  to  the 
same  and  identifying  himself  with  his  present 
business  enterprise.  He  is  a scion  of  a family 
that  was  founded  In  this  section  of  Ohio  nearly 
a century  ago,  by  Robert  G.  Scott,  Sr.,  who  was 
born  in  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania,  a 
son  of  Josiah  Scott,  who  was  one  of  the  early 
settlers  in  that  county.  Two  brothers  of  Rob- 
ert Scott  became  clergyman  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church.  He  himself  was  reared  and  educated 
In  the  old  Keystone  State,  where,  in  1804  was 
solemnized  his  marriage  to  Elizabeth  Munnel, 
and  in  1827  they  came  to  Ohio  and  settled  In 
that  part  of  Harrison  County  that  is  now  in- 
cluded in  Carroll  County.  Here  he  remained 
until  his  death,  in  1830,  and  his  wife  survived 
him  by  several  years.  Their  son  Robert  G., 
grandfather  of  Robert  C.,  of  this  review,  was 
born  in  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania,  Sep- 
tember 18,  1813,  and  he  was  about  fourteen 
years  old  at  the  time  of  the  family  removal  to 
Ohio,  where  he  was  reared  to  manhood  under 
the  conditions  marking  the  pioneer  days.  In 
April,  1836,  he  married  Miss  Elizabeth  Steeves, 
who  was  bora  in  the  Province  of  New  Bruns- 


wick, Canada,  in  April,  1814,  her  parents,  Chris- 
tian and  Olive  (Lutz)  Steeves,  having  come  to 
Ohio  in  1829  and  settled  in  North  Township, 
Harrison  County.  Robert  G.  Scott  followed  the 
trade  of  carpenter  for  a number  of  years,  was 
a sutler  with  the  Union  forces  during  about 
one  year  of  the  Civil  war,  and  at  the  time  of  his 
death  he  was  a resident  of  Germano,  Harrison 
County,  his  business  having  been  that  of  oper- 
ating a planing  mill  at  that  place.  He  was  one 
of  the  leading  citizens  of  Harrison  County  and 
one  of  its  honored  and  venerable  pioneers  at 
the  time  when  his  life  came  to  a close.  He  was 
a republican  in  political  adherency  and  he  and 
his  wife  were  earnest  members  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church.  Of  their  eleven  children  Robert 
C.  Jr.,  was  the  eighth  in  order  of  birth. 

Robert  C.  Scott,  Sr.,  whose  death  occurred  at 
Harlem  Springs,  Carroll  County,  November  9, 
1916,  was  born  in  Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  Oc- 
tober 24,  1847.  He  was  five  years  of  age  at  the 
time  of  the  family  removal  to  Carroll  County, 
where  his  early  educational  advantages  Included 
those  of  Harlem  College.  He  was  employed  for 
some  time  in  his  father’s  grist  mill,  and  in  1871 
he  engaged  in  the  buying  and  shipping  of  farm 
produce,  at  Kilgore.  He  became  one  of  the 
leading  wool  buyers  of  the  county,  and  shipped 
an  average  of  75,000  pounds  of  wool  annually 
for  a number  of  years.  In  the  autumn  of  1912 
he  removel  to  Harlem  Springs  and  became  asso- 
ciated with  his  sons  in  mercantile  business,  and 
here  he  remained  until  his  death.  He  was  a 
man  of  sterling  character  and  marked  business 
ability,  was  a republican  in  politics  and  his  re- 
ligious faith  was  that  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  of  which  his  widow  likewise  Is  a zeal- 
ous member. 

October  30,  1873,  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Robert  C.  Scott,  Sr.,  to  Miss  Almira  Shipps,  who 
was  born  in  Loudon  Township,  Carroll  County, 
August  30,  1853,  a daughter  of  James  and  Mar- 
garet (Simmons)  Shipps,  the  former  a native 
of  Virginia  and  the  latter  of  what  is  now  Car- 
roll  County,  Ohio,  she  being  now  a resident  of 
Carthage,  Missouri,  and  celebrated  In  1921  the 
ninety-third  anniversary  of  her  birth.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Scott  became  the  parents  of  five  children, 
of  whom  the  first,  Maggie  O.,  died  at  the  age  of 
thirteen  years;  Robert  C.,  Jr.,  and  James  M. 
are  partners  in  the  mercantile  business  at  Har- 
lem Springs,  as  previously  noted;  and  Paul  died 
in  infancy. 

Robert  C.  Scott,  Jr.,  elder  of  the  two  surviv- 
ing children  of  Robert  C.  and  Almira  (Shipps) 
Scott,  was  bora  at  Kilgore,  Carroll  County,  on 
the  18th  of  October,  1876.  He  received  the  ad- 
vantages of  the  public  schools  and  also  attended 
college  at  Harlem  Springs.  When  he  was  but 
fifteen  years  old  he  and  his  younger  brother, 
James  M„  began  the  operation  of  a huckster’s 
wagon  from  Kilgore,  and  they  continued  the 
enterprise  about  two  years,  in  the  handling  of 
farm  produce.  Mr.  Scott  became  a street  car 
conductor  in  the  city  of  Cleveland,  and  after 
thus  serving  one  year  he  followed  the  same  vo- 
cation at  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  for  three  years. 
For  the  ensuing  three  years  he  held  a position 
In  the  auditing  department  of  the  Wabash 
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Railroad,  at  Detroit,  Michigan,  and  his  next 
change  took  him  to  Texas,  where  he  was  for 
three  years  in  the  auditing  department  of  the 
Missouri,  Kansas  & Texas  Railroad,  with  head- 
quarters at  Dallas.  Finally  he  returned  to  Kil- 
gore, Ohio,  where  he  was  for  one  year  asso- 
ciated with  his  father  and  brother  in  the  con- 
ducting of  a general  store.  Removal  was  then 
made  to  Harlem  Springs,  where  he  and  his 
brother  purchased  a substantial  business  block 
and  In  the  same  opened  the  general  store  which 
they  have  here  successfully  conducted  since  that 
time.  The  brothers  are  wide-awake,  progressive 
and  reliable  business  men  and  have  developed  a 
substantial  enterprise,  based  alike  on  their  per- 
sonal popularity  and  on  the  effective  service 
given.  Mr.  Scott  is  aligned  in  the  ranks  of  the 
republican  party,  is  affiliated  with  Union  Lodge 
No.  3,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  in  the  city  of 
Detroit,  Michigan,  and  is  Identified  also  with 
the  Scottish  Rite  branch  of  the  Masonic  fra- 
ternity. He  and  his  wife  hold  membership  in 
the  Presbyterian  Church  in  their  home  village. 

In  June,  1906,  was  solemnized  the  marriage 
of  Mr.  Scott  to  Miss  Monica  Phillips,  who  was 
born  at  Kilgore,  this  county,  and  who  is  a 
daughter  of  Andrew  and  Mary  (Seaton)  Phil- 
lips, both  likewise  natives  of  Carroll  County. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Scott  have  one  child,  Lucile  Mary, 
born  July  23,  1906,  In  Dennison,  Texas. 

James  M.  Soott.  In  the  preceding  sketch  of 
the  career  of  his  brother,  with  whom  he  is 
associated  In  the  mercantile  business  at  Harlem 
Springs,  Carroll  County,  is  given  adequate  rec- 
ord of  the  fraternal  partnership  and  also  of  the 
family  history,  so  that  this  sketch  of  James  M. 
Scott  may  permit  the  elimination  of  data  al- 
ready given. 

Mr.  Scott  was  born  at  Kilgore,  Carroll  County, 
on  the  2d  of  December,  1878,  and  here  he  was 
reared  and  educated.  While  a mere  lad  he 
became  associated  with  his  brother  in  the  run- 
ning of  a huckstering  wagon,  as  noted  in  the 
preceding  article,  and  after  the  termination  of 
this  juvenile  business  alliance  he  went  to  Noda- 
way County,  Missouri,  where  he  was  employed 
on  a farm  for  one  year.  Thereafter  he  held  a 
position  in  the  Ohio  State  Hospital  at  Cleve- 
land. for  six  months,  and  for  five  years  there- 
after he  was  a street  car  conductor  in  the  city 
of  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania.  He  then  returned 
to  Kilgore  and  became  an  assistant  in  his  fa- 
ther’s wool  business.  About  a year  later  the 
father  and  son  here  established  a general  store, 
and  of  the  removal  to  Harlem  Springs  and  the 
upbuilding  of  the  present  thriving  mercantile 
business  of  the  Scott  brothers  sufficient  descrip- 
tion is  given  in  the  foregoing  sketch.  Mr.  Scott 
gives  his  allegiance  to  the  republican  party,  he 
and  his  wife  hold  membership  in  the  Presby- 
terian Church,  and  he  is  affiliated  with  the 
lodge  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  No.  124. 
Carrollton  Township,  while  in  the  Scottish  Rite 
of  Masonry  he  maintains  affiliation  with  the 
Carson  Lodge  of  Perfection,  at  Steubenville. 

In  November,  1910,  Mr.  Scott  wedded  Miss 
Mary  Blazer,  who  was  born  in  Lee  Township. 
Carroll  County,  a daughter  of  Joseph  and  Mar- 


garet (Scott)  Blazer,  .both  likewise  natives  of 
Carroll  County. 

John  W.  Gotschall.  Vigorous  and  prolific 
have  been  the  activities  of  Mr.  Gotschall  in  con- 
nection with  farm  industry  in  his  native  county, 
and  he  still  remains  on  the  farm,  adjoining  the 
corporate  boundaries  of  Carrollton,  though  he 
sold  the  property  to  his  only  son,  In  the  spring 
of  1020,  and  is  now  virtually  retired,  his  son 
proving  an  able  successor  in  the  operation  of 
the  farm,  which  comprises  eighty  acres  and  is 
equipi>ed  with  modern  Improvements. 

Mr.  Gotschall  was  born  in  Loudon  Township, 
Carroll  County,  August  2,  1860,  and  is  a son  of 
Eli  and  Malinda  (Yingling)  Gotschall,  the  for- 
mer of  whom  was  bora  in  Lee  Township,  this 
county,  in  March,  1830,  and  the  latter  in  Tus- 
carawas County,  Ohio,  in  1837.  Eli  Gotschall 
was  a son  of  George  and  Anna  Gotschall,  who 
were  pioneer  settlers  in  Lee  Township,  Carroll 
County,  where  they  established  their  home  upon 
immigrating  from  Pennsylvania  to  Ohio.  Both 
passed  the  closing  years  of  their  lives  on  a farm 
in  Loudon  Township,  the  property  being  now 
owned  and  occupied  by  their  only  surviving 
child.  Cyrus.  John  Yingling,  maternal  grand- 
father of  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  likewise 
was  a sterling  pioneer  settler  in  Carroll  County, 
whither  he  came  from  Tuscarawas  County. 

Eli  Gotschall  was  reared  on  the  pioneer  farm 
of  his  father,  in  Lee  Township,  and  received 
the  advantages  of  the  schools  of  the  locality 
and  period.  During  the  long  years  of  a sig- 
nally active  and  worthy  life  he  never  faltered 
in  his  allegiance  to  farm  industry,  and  he 
gained  prestige  as  one  of  the  substantial  and 
representative  agriculturists  and  stock-raisers 
of  his  native  county,  where,  honored  by  all  who 
knew  him,  his  death  occurred  February  11, 
1904,  his  venerable  widow  being  one  of  the 
revered  pioneer  women  of  the  county  and  hav- 
ing celebrated  in  1920  the  eighty-third  anniver- 
sary of  her  birth.  Eli  Gotschall  was  a loyal 
supporter  of  the  principles  of  the  republican 
party  and  was  a specially  zealous  and  devoted 
member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  as 
is  also  his  widow.  He  was  active  and  liberal 
in  the  support  of  church  work  and  during  a 
period  of  five  years  he  never  failed  in  attend- 
ance at  the  regular  services  of  the  Methodist 
Church  at  Simmons  Ridge,  of  which  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Piggott  was  pastor  at  that  time.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Gottschalk  became  the  parents  of  nine 
children:  Anna  (wife  of  Frank  Lowmiller) 

John  W.,  George,  David,  Mary  (wife  of  Will- 
iam Beckley),  Cora  (wife  of  Oliver  Gotschall). 
Harvey,  Ida  (wife  of  John  B.  Summers),  and 
Frank. 

John  W.  Gotsqhall  was  reared  to  the  sturdy 
and  invigorating  discipline  of  the  home  farm, 
received  the  advantages  of  the  public  schools  of 
bis  native  county,  and  in  Lee  Township  he  initi- 
ated his  Independent  activities  as  a farmer.  He 
followed  the  same  line  of  enterprise  in  Loudon 
Township,  and  in  1895  he  purchased  and  estab- 
lished his  home  on  a farm  of  eighty  acres  in 
Center  Township,  adjacent  to  Carrollton.  Here 
he  has  since  maintained  his  residence,  but.  as 
previously  noted,  the  farm  is  now  owned  and 
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operated  by  his  only  son,  with  whom  he  and  his 
wife  maintain  their  home. 

The  republican  party  receives  the  loyal  alle- 
giance of  Mr.  Gotschall,  but  he  has  had  no  am- 
bition for  public  office  of  any  kind.  He  and  his 
wife  are  earnest  and  active  members  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  at  Carrollton. 

In  1886  was  solemnized  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Gotschall  to  Miss  Anna  M.  Gotschall,  who  was 
born  in  Lee  Township,  in  1862,  a daughter  of 
William  Gotschall.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Gotschall 
have  two  children.  Bernice  is  the  wife  of  An- 
son Brooks,  a successful  farmer  in  Carroll 
County,  and  they  have  six  children — Mary,  Wil- 
son, Pauline,  Neva,  Robert  and  Dorothy.  John 
Gotschall,  the  only  son,  was  born  January  1, 
1891,  and  Is  Indebted  to  the  public  schools  of 
Carroll  County  for  his  educational  training  as 
a youth.  He  is  making  an  admirable  record 
as  one  of  the  progressive  young  farmers  of 
Center  Township  and  Is  loyal  and  public-spir- 
ited as  a citizen,  his  political  support  being 
given  to  the  republican  party  and  he  and  his 
wife  being  members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  at  Carrollton.  On  the  15th  of  August, 
1912,  Mr.  Gotschall  wedded  Miss  Bertha  Kinder, 
of  Martins  Ferry,  Belmont  County,  and  they 
have  three  fine  little  sons — John  Ray,  born  Oc- 
tober 13,  1914;  Jack  Orrin,  born  March  1,  1916; 
and  Lei  and  Edward,  born  January  22,  1920. 

Robert  M.  George,  Sr.,  one  of  the  substantial 
farmers  of  Carroll  County,  owns  and  operates 
a very  valuable  farm  of  160  acres  in  Fox  Town- 
ship, and  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  repre- 
sentative agriculturists  or  his  neighborhood. 
He  was  born  in  Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  in  No- 
vember, 1858,  a son  of  Mitchell  R.  and  Mary  E. 
(McCausland)  George,  and  grandson  of  Robert 
and  Isabella  (Ramsey)  George,  early  settlers 
of  Carroll  County,  Ohio;  and  George  and  Mary 
(Kelley)  McCausland,  who  were  also  early  set- 
tlers of  this  region. 

After  their  marriage  Mitchell  R.  George  and 
his  wife  moved  to  Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  and 
there  he  died  in  1867,  and  she  was  later  mar- 
ried to  Samuel  McBumey,  a farmer  and  they 
settled  at  Scroggsfleld,  where  both  later  died. 
The  children  born  to  Mitchell  R.  George  and 
his  wife  were  as  follows : Lemuel  C.,  who  lives 
in  Jefferson  County;  Robert  M.,  whose  name 
heads  this  review;  and  John  A.,  who  lives  in 
Center  Township.  The  children  born  to  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  McBurney  were  as  follows:  Anna,  who 

lives  at  Scroggsfleld;  Ida,  who  is  Mrs.  John 
Ramsey;  and  Elva,  who  is  the  widow  of  W.  G. 
Donaldson  of  Scroggsfleld. 

Robert  M.  George,  Sr.,  attended  the  public 
schools  and  a private  school  at  Scroggsfleld,  and 
learned  to-  be  a farmer.  In  1888  he  became  the 
owner  of  his  present  farm  in  Fox  Township, 
and  here  he  has  since  been  engaged  in  a gen- 
eral line  of  farming,  in  which  calling  he  has 
been  very  successful.  Although  the  place  was 
improved,  he  has  remodeled  some  of  the  build- 
ings and  erected  a new  residence,  and  has  a 
property  which  reflects  creditably  on  his  skill 
and  good  management.  It  has  been  his  policy 
to  Install  machinery  and  appliances  as  they 


were  required,  and  he  carries  on  his  work  in  a 
capable  and  modern  manner. 

The  mineral  resources  are  proving  to  be  very 
valuable  on  this  farm  as  well  as  adjoining 
farms.  The  first  test  well  being  the  best  gaser 
in  eastern  Ohio  which  was  sold  to  the  Natural 
Gas  Company  of  West  Virginia  for  thirty  thou- 
sand dollars.  There  is  already  two  producing 
oil  wells  on  this  farm  and  the  derricks  are  being 
built  for  other  wells  to  be  drilled.  There  has 
been  a pipe  line  laid  to  the  field  for  the  purpose 
of  marketing  the  oil.  The  field  is  being  devel- 
oped by  A.  L.  Curry  of  Amsterdam,  Ohio,  who 
has  had  much  experience  along  this  line  and 
was  a former  resident  of  Carroll  County. 

On  March  4,  1888,  Mr.  George  was  united  in 
marriage  with  Belle  Moore  of  Jefferson  County, 
Ohio,  a daughter  of  George  L.  and  Mary  (Les- 
lie) Moore.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  George  became  the 
parents  of  the  following  children:  Paul  L., 

who  lives  in  Fox  Township,  married  Grace  Bla- 
zer, who  died  leaving  four  children — Doris, 
Marjory,  Richard  and  Stanley;  Mary  M.,  who 
died  at  the  age  of  fourteen  years;  Helen,  who 
married  Warren  Hill  of  Salineville,  Ohio,  and 
has  one  son  born  December  7,  1920,  and  called 
William  Robert  after  both  grandfathers;  and 
Elva  Agnes,  who  died  at  the  age  of  four  years. 
Mrs.  George  died  July  2,  1910.  Mr.  George  be- 
longs to  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Scroggsfleld.  A man  of  strong  convictions  he 
prefers  to  select  his  own  candidate  and  casts 
his  vote  for  the  man  he  deems  best  fitted  for 
the  office  under  consideration. 

Jesse  T.  Simmons.  It  is  given  to  this  well 
known  citizen  and  representative  farmer  of 
Loudon  Township,  Carroll  County,  to  be  not 
only  a native  son  of  this  county  but  also  a 
scion  of  the  third  generation  of  the  family  in 
this  section  of  the  state,  for  his  paternal 
grandparents  settled,  in  Loudon  Township,  Car- 
roll  County,  fully  a century  ago,  prior  to  the 
creation  of  this  county.  Mr.  Simmons  was  born 
in  Loudon  Township,  on  the  5th  of  May,  1862, 
and  is  a son  of  Adam  and  Mary  Catherine 
(Lucas)  Simmons,  both  natives  of  the  state  of 
Maryland,  where  the  former  was  born  in  1808 
and  the  latter,  in  Frederick  County,  on  the 
20th  of  June,  1822.  Adam  Simmons  was  one 
of  the  substantial  farmers  and  influential  and 
honored  citizens  of  Loudon  Township,  Carroll 
County,  at  the  time  of  his  death,  July  25,  1877, 
his  landed  estate  In  this  county  having  com- 
prised 320  acres.  He  was  a son  of  Peter  and 
Catherine  (Jacobs)  Simmons  and  was  a lad  of 
about  ten  years  when,  in  1818,  his  parents  came 
to  Carroll  County  and  established  themselves 
as  pioneer  settlers  in  what  is  now  Loudon 
Township,  where  they  passed  the  remainder  of 
their  lives  and  where  Adam  was  reared  to 
manhood  on  the  pioneer  farm.  His  widow  sur- 
vived him  by  many  years  and  was  about  sev- 
enty-eight years  of  age  at  the  time  of  her  death. 
They  became  the  parents  of  eight  children,  of 
whom  only  two  are  now  living:  Harvey  died 

at  the  age  of  fifteen  years,  John  at  the  age  of 
four  years,  Sarah  at  the  age  of  two  years,  Mar- 
tha died  in  infancy,  Catherine  at  the  age  of  six 
and  Joseph  at  the  age  of  four  years,  Jesse  T.,

of  this  review,  having  been  the  next  In  order 
of  birth,  and  Theresa  being  the  wife  of  John 
Stenger,  of  Loudon  Township.  Adam  Simmons 
served  in  various  offices  of  public  trust  in  his 
community,  including  that  of  township  trustee, 
was  aligned  in  the  ranks  of  the  republican  party, 
and  both  he  and  his  wife  were  zealous  members 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  in  which 
he  served  many  years  as  steward. 

Mrs.  Mary  Catherine  (Lucas)  Simmons  was  a 
daughter  of  Adam  and  Rhoda  (Larkins)  Lucas, 
both  natives  of  Maryland,  where  the  former 
was  born  in  1796,  a son  of  Thomas  Lucas,  who 
came  to  Ohio  in  1808  and  established  the  fam- 
ily home  in  Jefferson  County,  where  he  passed 
the  residue  of  his  life.  Adam  Lucas  was  ten 
years  old  when  the  family  came  to  Ohio  and  was 
reared  to  manhood  on  the  pioneer  farm  in  Jef- 
ferson County.  His  marriage  occurred  in 
Maryland,  where  he  had  gone  for  a visit  to  the 
old  home  of  the  family,  and  about  a year  later 
he  purchased  a farm  of  181  acres  in  Loudon 
Township,  Carroll  County,  Ohio.  Here  he  re- 
mained until  his  death,  which  occurred  in  1877, 
his  wife  having  died  in  1872,  and  both  having 
been  active  members  of  the  Methodist  Episco- 
pal Church.  They  became  the  parents  of  ten 
children,  of  whom  three  daughters  and  two 
sons  attained  to  years  of  maturity,  Mary  C. 
(Mrs.  Simmons)  having  been  the  eldest  of  the 
number. 

Jesse  T.  Simmons  was  reared  on  the  old  home 
farm  which  was  the  place  of  his  birth  and  re- 
ceived his  youthful  education  in  the  public 
schools  of  his  native  township.  After  the  death 
of  his  father  he  assumed  the  active  manage- 
ment of  the  old  homestead  farm,  where  he  re- 
mained with  his  devoted  mother  until  about  two 
years  after  his  marriage,  his  mother  having 
passed  to  the  life  eternal  on  the  14th  of  Janu- 
ary, 1900.  Mr.  Simmons  married  in  the  year 
1886  and  for  two  years  thereafter  he  remained 
on  the  farm  which  was  the  place  of  his  birth. 
He  then  removed  to  the  farm  which  had  orig- 
inally been  obtained  from  the  government  by 
his  paternal  grandfather,  and  on  this  fine  prop- 
erty, of  240  acres,  he  has  since  continued  his 
vigorous  and  progressive  activities  as  an  agri- 
culturist and  stock-grower,  the  farm  being  one 
of  the  best  in  Loudon  Township.  Here  he  gives 
special  attention  to  the  raising  of  Durham 
cattle  and  fine  merino  sheep,  his  flock  aver- 
aging about  200  head,  while  he  has  been  not- 
ably successful  also  in  the  raising  of  cattle  and 
swine  upon  a comparatively  equal  scale.  He 
is  a staunch  republican,  has  taken  active  and 
helpful  part  in  community  affairs,  served  one 
term  as  township  trustee  and  was  for  eight 
years  a member  of  the  school  board  of  his  dis- 
trict. Since  1900  he  has  held  the  office  of  stew- 
ard of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  called 
The  Simmons,  in  Loudon  Township.  He  is  ac- 
tively affiliated  with  the  lodge  of  Knights  of 
Pythias,  Amsterdam,  in  which  he  has  passed 
the  various  official  chairs. 

On  the  3d  of  June,  1886,  was  solemnized  the 
marriage  of  Mr.  Simmons  to  Miss  Prudence  Mc- 
Intire.  who  was  born  and  reared  in  Lee  Town- 
ship, this  county,  a daughter  of  Samuel  and 
Barbara  (Maple)  Mclntire.  Mrs.  Simmons 


passed  to  eternal  rest  on  the  17th  of  July,  1896. 
Of  the  children  the  eldest  is  Mary  A.,  who  Is 
now  the  wife  of  Qeorge  Thompson,  of  Loudon 
Township;  Martha,  David  and  Theresa  remain 
at  the  paternal  home;  and  Jesse  M.  died  at  the 
age  of  fourteen  years. 

Silas  Austin  Dayhuff.  A native  of  Kansas, 
descended  from  Carroll  County  pioneers,  and 
with  most  of  his  life  spent  in  the  county,  Silas 
Austin  Dayhuff  of  Harrison  Township  has  been 
a farmer  and  promoter  of  home  industry  and  is 
one  of  the  most  interesting  and  useful  citizens 
of  the  county. 

Mr.  Dayhuff  was  bora  in  Kansas  November 
1,  1871.  His  great-grandfather  came  to  America 
from  Germany  and  was  one  of  the  pioneers  of 
Carroll  County,  taking  up  Government  land  and 
making  a farm  out  of  the  wilderness.  The 
grandfather  spent  all  his  life  on  a farm  in 
Carroll  County.  The  parents  of  Silas  A.  Day- 
huff were  Reuben  M.  and  Sarah  (Need)  Day- 
huff. The  former  a native  of  Carroll  County 
after  his  marriage  went  out  to  Kansas  soon 
after  the  close  of  the  Civil  war  when  Kansas 
was  part  of  the  great  western  frontier.  Two  of 
his  sons  Silas  and  Emmett  were  born  In  that 
state.  After  five  years  In  the  west  Reuben  Day- 
huff returned  to  Carroll  County  and  was  busily 
engaged  with  the  responsibilities  of  a farm  of  a 
hundred  sixty  acres  In  Harrison  Township  until 
he  retired.  He  still  lives  on  the  west  half  of 
his  homestead.  The  mother  died  in  1892. 

Silas  A.  Dayhuff  grew  up  on  the  farm,  spent 
six  months  each  year  in  the  Mount  Nebo  coun- 
try school  and  farmed  in  other  seasons,  this 
being  the  program  of  his  activities  until  he  was 
nineteen,  and  since  then  all  his  best  efforts 
have  been  concentrated  along  the  line  of  agri- 
culture and  stock  raising.  At  the  age  of  twenty- 
five  Mr.  Dayhuff  married  Hattie  V.  Price, 
daughter  of  James  and  Thursa  Adeline  (Bene- 
dum)  Price  of  Union  Township,  Carroll  County. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Dayhuff  have  three  children; 
Vesta  Marie,  born  in  1899,  now  a resident  of 
Canton,  Ohio ; Helen  Irene  bora  in  1902,  a 
student  in  the  Dell  Roy  High  School ; and  Will- 
iam Kenneth  born  in  1909. 

The  first  five  years  after  his  marriage  Mr. 
Dayhuff  rented  a farm,  made  considerable 
progress  In  that  time,  and  since  1900  has  lived 
at  the  old  homestead  and  now  owns  eighty  acres 
of  that  property.  He  has  done  much  to  im- 
prove as  well  as  cultivate  the  land,  and  aside 
from  his  work  as  a farmer  he  has  for  the  past 
ten  years  been  superintendent  of  road  construc- 
tion for  Harrison  Township  and  has  helped 
place  this  district  in  line  with  advanced  stand- 
ards of  modern  highways  He  is  a member  of 
the  Farmers  Exchange  of  Carrollton,  Is  a re- 
publican In  politics,  and  is  treasurer  of  the 
Methodist  Church  at  Dell  Roy. 

Thomas  S.  Tinlin.  Among  the  substantial 
farmers  of  Carroll  County  who  have  established 
an  especially  creditable  record  in  agriculture 
and  in  citizenship,  is  Thomas  S.  Tinlin,  who  Is 
carrying  on  extensive  operations  in  Fox  Town- 
ship. His  has  been  a career  of  constant  ad- 
vancement from  small  beginnings  and  one  which 
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is  typical  of  self-made  manhood.  During  his 
rounding  out,  Mr.  Tinlln  has  found  the  time, 
ability  and  willingness  to  serve  his  fellow-citi- 
zens in  a nnmber  of  public  offices,  and  as  farmer 
and  official  has  well  won  the  material  rewards 
and  the  high  esteem  which  are  now  his. 

Mr.  Tinlin  was  bom  in  Ay  reshire,  Scotland, 
December  3,  1865,  a son  of  James  and  Jenette 
(Scott)  Tinlin.  His  parents,  worthy  Scotch 
people,  emigrated  to  the  United  States  in  1863, 
settling  at  once  in  Fox  Township,  Carroll 
County,  where  the  mother  died  in  July,  1880,  the 
father  continuing  to  be  engaged  in  agricultural 
pursuits  until  his  death  in  December,  1891.  Mr. 
Tinlin  the  elder  was  a man  of  industry,  and 
this  trait  combined  with  his  thrift  and  good 
management  served  to  win  him  a full  share  of 
prosperity.  He  and  his  wife  were  the  parents 
of  the  folowlng  children:  William,  who  died 

in  June,  1915;  James,  who  is  engaged  in  agri- 
cultural operations  in  Fox  Township;  John, 
who  is  deceased;  Mary,  deceased,  who  was  the 
wife  of  James  N.  Thompson,  of  this  township; 
Ellen,  who  Is  the  wife  of  James  Allman,  of 
Bergholz,  Ohio;  George,  a resident  of  Carroll- 
ton; Thomas  S.,  of  this  notice;  Margaret,  who 
died  In  1863 ; and  Andrew,  who  died  in  1900. 

Thomas  S.  Tinlin  attended  the  Scroggsfleld 
district  school  In  Fox  Township  and  was  reared 
on  the  home  farm,  on  which  he  resided  until  his 
marriage  in  1877.  At  that  time  he  moved  to 
Wattsvllle,  where  he  operated  a sawmill  for 
two  years,  then  returning  to  agricultural  pur- 
suits in  Fox  Township,  where  he  purchased 
a farm  of  forty  acres.  He  centered  his  ener- 
gies In  cultivating  this  tract  for  three  years, 
after  which  he  sold  it  and  bought  another  farm 
of  eighty  acres,  In  the  same  township.  This  was 
his  home  place  until  1915,  when  he  sold  out 
and  bought  his  present  farm  of  200  acres,  three- 
quarters  of  a mile  north  of  Wattsvllle,  in  Fox 
Township,  about  160  acres  of  which  are  under 
cultivation,  the  remainder  being  in  timber.  Mr. 
Tinlin  carries  on  diversified  farming  and  is  a 
man  of  practical  ability,  progressive  ideas  and 
sound  judgment.  He  is  a member  of  the  board 
of  directors  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 
For  six  years  he  served  as  township  clerk,  and 
at  present  is  serving  his  tenth  year  as  assessor 
of  Fox  Township.  In  politics  he  is  a republican. 
Mr.  Tinlin  belongs  to  East  Township  Grange, 
and  is  interested  in  handling  fire  and  life  in- 
surance, a field  In  which  he  has  built  up  a 
profitable  business  as  a side  line  to  his  farm- 
ing activities. 

On  October  10,  1877,  Mr.  Tinlin  married  Miss 
Jennie  M.  Andrews,  who  was  born  In  Jeffer- 
son County,  Ohio,  daughter  of  George  and  Eliz- 
abeth ( Groves)  Andrews,  natives  of  that  county. 
To  this  union  there  have  been  born  the  follow- 
ing children:  Lillie  G.,  who  married  John  W. 
Johnson  of  East  Liverpool,  Ohio,  and  has  two 
children— Hilma  and  Eldon ; Florence,  who  mar- 
ried Walter  Polan  of  Bergholz,  Ohio,  and  has 
one  son — Leland;  Catherine,  who  married  Ray 
Tetlow,  and  resides  in  Huron  County,  Ohio; 
Mattie,  who  married  Leonard  Newbolt  of  Me- 
chanicstown,  and  has  had  four  children — Vera, 
Ralph,  Thomas  and  a son  who  died  in  Infancy; 


and  Lewi s,  of  Wattsvllle,  who  married  Georgie 
King  and  has  two  children — Gene  Laverne  and 
Thelma. 

James  A.  Lawrence  is  a man  whose  character, 
ability  and  worthy  achievements  mark  him  as 
one  of  the  representative  citizens  of  his  native 
county,  and  here  he  is  the  owner  of  Orchard 
Hill  Fruit  Farm,  which  he  has  made  a model 
center  of  successful  and  scientific  fruit-culture. 
He  has  precedence  as  one  of  the  most  progres- 
sive agriculturists  and  horticulturists  of  this 
section  of  the  Buckeye  state,  his  fine  farm  prop- 
erty being  situated  in  Lee  Township,  Carroll 
County,  and  he  being  a representative  of  a fam- 
ily whose  name  has  been  closely  linked  with 
the  civic  and  industrial  history  of  the  county 
for  nearly  eighty  years. 

James  Alexander  Lawrence  was  born  on  his 
father’s  old  homestead  farm  in  Lee  Township, 
this  county,  and  the  date  of  his  nativity  was 
April  7,  1855.  He  is  a son  of  Richard  and  Ann 
(Parke)  Lawrence  and  a grandson  of  James 
and  Mary  (Noble)  Lawrence,  who  were  born 
and  reared  In  Ireland  and  who  established  their 
home  in  Lee  Township,  Carroll  County,  Ohio, 
in  the  year  1843.  James  Lawrence  here  pur- 
chased a tract  of  land  and  developed  the  same 
into  a productive  farm.  On  this  old  home- 
stead he  and  his  wife  passed  the  remainder  of 
their  lives,  and  their  names  merit  a place  of 
honor  on  the  roll  of  the  sterling  pioneers  of 
Carroll  County.  The  maternal  grandparents, 
John  and  Margaret  (Fee)  Parke,  were  early  set- 
tlers in  Trumbull  County,  this  state,  and  there 
continued  to  reside  until  their  deaths.  James 
Lawrence  contributed  his  full  share  to  the  civic 
and  industrial  development  of  Carroll  County 
and  was  one  of  its  venerable  and  honored  pio- 
neer citizens  at  the  time  of  his  death,  in  1876, 
his  political  allegiance  having  been  given  to 
the  democratic  party  and  both  he  and  his  wife 
having  been  devout  communicants  of  the  Prot- 
estant Episcopal  Church. 

Richard  Lawrence  was  born  in  County  Lei- 
trim, Ireland,  January  26,  1826,  and  thus  he  was 
about  seventeen  years  of  age  at  the  time  when 
the  family  home  was  established  in  Carroll 
County,  Ohio,  where  he  became  a prosperous  ex- 
ponent of  farm  industry,  stood  exemplar  of  the 
best  type  of  citizenship  and  where  he  continued 
to  maintain  his  home,  In  Lee  Township,  until 
his  death,  March  25,  1897,  his  widow  having 
passed  to  the  life  eternal  on  the  19th  of  August, 
1899,  and  both  having  been  zealous  members  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  of  Harlem 
Springs  from  Its  organization  in  1849.  Of  their 
children  the  eldest  is  Mary,  who  is  the  widow 
of  David  Noble  and  who  resides  at  Harlem 
Springs,  this  county;  James  A.,  of  this  review, 
was  the  next  in  order  of  birth;  John  P.  died 
in  infancy;  Margaret,  the  widow  of  John  Cog- 
sil,  resides  In  Lee  Township;  William  died  at 
the  age  of  twenty-nine  years;  Lillian  Is  the  wife 
of  Henry  C.  Schwartz  and  they  reside  in  the 
city  of  Cleveland;  Cora  Bell  died  at  the  age  of 
nineteen  years;  Richard  A.  is  a resident  of  Car- 
rollton; Helen  I.  is  the  wife  of  James  Brown, 
of  Lee  Township,  and  resides  on  the  old  home- 
stead. 
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James  A.  Lawrence  was  reared  on  the  home 
farm  and  after  having  profited  fully  by  the  ad- 
vantages of  the  public  schools  he  continued  his 
studies  in  Harlem  College,  at  Harlem  Springs. 
Thereafter  he  was  for  eight  years  a successful 
teacher  in  the  rural  schools,  and  after  his  mar- 
riage, which  occurred  when  he  was  twenty-two 
years  of  age,  he  established  his  residence  on  one 
of  his  father’s  farms,  in  Lee  Township.  Eight 
years  later,  in  1881.  he  purchased  from  his  fa- 
ther a farm  of  forty-five  acres,  to  which  he  has 
since  added  until  he  now  has  a splendidly  im- 
proved and  valuable  farm  estate  of  140  acres, 
all  in  one  body  with  the  exception  of  twelve  and 
one-half  acres,  situated  on  Elkhom  Creek,  in 
Lee  Township.  His  Orchard  Hill  Fruit  Farm 
is  one  of  the  show  places  of  the  county,  with 
its  fine  orchard  of  fifteen  acres.  In  this  or- 
chard are  700  apple  trees,  250  peach  trees,  and 
cherry,  plum  and  pear  trees  to  the  number  of 
about  sixty.  Mr.  Lawrence  has  made  a close 
study  of  horticulture  and  brings  to  bear  modern 
scientific  methods  in  the  management  of  his  or- 
chard, from  the  fine  products  of  which  he  re- 
ceives substantial  financial  returns.  He  has 
been  a member  of  the  Ohio  State  Horticultural 
Society  since  1895  and  has  attended  and  made 
exhibits  at  many  fruit  shows  and  county  fairs. 
He  is  a member  also  of  the  American  Pomo- 
logical  Society,  and  attended  its  meeting  when 
it  was  the  collective  guest  of  the  Ohio  State 
Horticultural  Society,  in  the  city  of  Columbus, 
December  1-3,  1920.  In  the  autumn  of  1920  Mr. 
Lawrence  exhibited  at  the  Carroll  County  Fair 
fifty  varieties  of  fruit  from  his  fine  orchard, 
and  he  has  done  much  to  raise  the  standard  of 
fruit  culture  in  this  section  of  Ohio.  His  or- 
chard is  situated  at  an  elevation  of  1,350  feet 
above  sea  level,  with  the  most  effective  of  drain- 
age and  with  a soil  that  conserves  prolific  yields 
of  fruit  of  the  best  type.  The  orchard  has  been 
visited  by  many  of  the  country’s  lending  pomolo- 
gists  and  fruit-growers.  In  all  other  depart- 
ments of  his  farm  enterprise  Mr.  Lawrence  has 
shown  the  same  energy  and  progressiveness  and 
has  taken  deep  interest  in  furthering  the  indus- 
trial precedence  of  his  native  county.  His  civic 
loyalty  has  been  on  a parity  with  his  successful 
personal  achievement,  and  he  is  a staunch  ad- 
vocate of  the  principles  of  the  democratic  party. 
He  served  seven  years  as  clerk  of  Lee  Town- 
ship; from  1890  to  1900  he  was  land  appraiser 
of  this  township;  and  in  1881-2  he  was  assessor 
of  personal  property  in  the  township.  From 
1884  until  1915  he  was  a member  of  the  school 
board  of  his  township;  he  was  for  two  terms  a 
member  of  the  county  election  board:  and  was 
appointed  by  Governor  Cox  for  three  years  ns  a 
member  of  the  county  board  of  assessment  or 
complaints.  He  was  the  only  man  in  Carroll 
County  who  received  100  per  cent  in  the  civil - 
service  examination  for  district  assessor  of  real 
estate.  lie  served  three  years  on  the  jury  com- 
mission of  the  county,  and  he  has  served  a 
number  of  times  on  juries,  including  the  federal 
grand  and  petit  juries  at  Cleveland.  In  1911  he 
was  his  party’s  candidate  for  representative  of 
Carroll  County  in  the  state  legislature,  and 
though  the  normal  republican  majority  in  the 
county  is  from  1,200  to  1,400  votes,  he  was 


defeated  by  only  ninety-eight  votes.  He  made 
a spirited  campaign,  in  which  he  gave  special 
emphasis  to  his  desire  to  bring  about  measures 
for  the  raising  of  the  standard  of  the  public 
schools  in  the  county,  especially  the  rural 
schools,  and  his  personal  popularity  and  secure 
hold  upon  the  confidence  of  the  people  of  the 
county  were  significantly  shown  in  the  results 
of  this  election,  even  though  he  met  defeat. 
Even  the  brief  statements  made  in  this  article 
show  that  Mr.  Lawrence  has  almost  constantly 
concerned  himself  with  the  public  affairs  of  his 
home  county,  and  he  is  a progressive  and  repre- 
sentative citizen  whose  benignant  influence  has 
touched  many  phases  of  the  communal  life.  He 
is  one  of  the  leaders  in  Straw  Camp  Grange 
No.  1204,  Patrons  of  Husbandry,  of  which  he 
served  four  years  as  master,  and  which  he  rep- 
resented ns  delegate  at  the  meetings  of  the 
Ohio  State  Grange  at  Columbus  in  1919,  and  at 
its  meeting  at  Cleveland  in  December,  1920. 
On  January  20,  1920,  he  was  sent  by  the  County 
Farm  Bureau  to  appear  before  the  State  Tax 
Commission  in  Columbus  ns  representative  of 
the  county  in  opposition  to  re-appraisement  of 
real  property  at  that  time. 

A specially  potent  work  that  has  been  done  by 
Mr.  Lawrence  in  connection  with  moral  and 
spiritual  influences  has  been  in  connection  with 
his  membership  in  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church.  He  has  held  all  of  the  lay  offices  of 
the  church  of  this  denomination  at  Harlem 
Springs,  of  which  he  is  now  a steward,  besides 
being  recording  steward  for  the  Harlem  Springs 
circuit  and  a trustee  of  the  district  parsonage, 
at  Steubenville.  He  served  many  years  as  su- 
perintendent of  the  Sunday  school,  has  been  a 
delegate  a number  of  times  to  represent  his  cir- 
cuit at  the  annual  lay  conference,  and  in  the 
autumn  of  1919  he  was  chosen  a lay  delegate 
from  the  North-East  Ohio  Conference  to  the 
General  Conference  of  the  church,  at  Des  Moines, 
Iowa,  in  May.  1929.  In  the  spring  of  1919  he 
was  appointed  a Minute  Man.  and  in  July,  at- 
tended the  Centenary  Celebration  at  Columbus 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church : and  also 
assisted  his  pastor  very  materially,  in  the  Cen- 
tenary Financial  campaign.  His  wife  likewise 
has  been  zealous  and  influential  in  various  de- 
partments of  church  work. 

On  the  30th  of  April.  1877.  was  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  Mr.  Lawrence  to  Miss  Mina 
M.  Oliver,  who  was  born  in  Trumbull  County. 
Ohio,  October  10,  1858,  a daughter  of  Charles 
and  Mary  (Parke)  Oliver,  the  former  a native 
of  Holland  and  the  latter  of  Ireland.  Charles 
Oliver  left  home  as  a boy  of  eleven  years,  en- 
tered upon  a seafaring  life  and  he  had  circum- 
navigated the  globe  several  times  before  he  left 
the  sea  and  established  his  home  in  Trumbull 
County.  Ohio.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lawrence  have 
three  children : Mary  Blanche  is  the  wife  of 

Edward  C.  Shaffer,  of  Trumbull  County:  Ho- 
mer K.  is  one  of  the  successful  farmers  of  Lee 
Township;  and  Albert  W.  remains  at  the  par- 
ental home  and  is  associated  with  his  father 
in  farm  enterprise.  The  fine  home  of  the  Law- 
rence family  is  situated  about  one  mile  east 
of  the  village  of  Harlem  Springs,  which  is  the 
postofflce  address.  One  of  the  highest  ambi- 
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tions  of  Mr.  Lawrence  and  his  wife  has  always 
been  to  make  their  home  one  of  Christian  hos- 
pitality, culture  and  cheerfulness,  in  which 
friends  would  always  find  a welcome,  and  from 
which  the  needy  would  never  be  turned  away 
empty.  They  have  always  insisted  that  any 
person’s  life  must  be  looked  upon  as  a failure, 
who  does  not  leave  the  community  in  which  they 
have  lived,  and  the  world  at  large,  some  better 
for  their  having  lived  in  it. 

William  James  Donaldson.  For  many  years 
connected  with  the  agricultural  history  of  Car- 
roll  County,  William  James  Donaldson  is  now 
taking  life  somewhat  more  easily,  and  maintains 
his  residence  on  ten  acres  of  land  in  the  vicin- 
ity of  Seroggsfield,  and  is  recognized  as  one  of 
the  representative  citizens  of  Fox  Township. 
He  was  born  in  Fox  Township,  April  3,  1845,  a 
son  of  Richard  B.  and  Mildred  (Donaldson) 
Donaldson,  natives  of  Florida,  New  York,  and 
Schenectady,  New  York,  respectively.  The  pa- 
ternal grandfather  was  Rev.  John  Donaldson, 
and  the  maternal  grandfather  was  William  Don- 
aldson, and  both  were  very  early  settlers  of  this 
part  of  Carroll  County. 

After  their  marriage  Richard  B.  Donaldson 
and  his  wife  settled  near  Cadiz,  Ohio,  and  for 
a time  he  worked  on  the  turnpike  for  fifty 
cents  per  day.  Later  he  bought  a farm,  on 
which  Seroggsfield  now  stands,  and  after  he 
sold  this  land  he  moved  to  Washington  Town- 
ship, to  a farm  just  across  the  Fox  Township 
line,  and  there  both  he  and  his  wife  passed 
away.  Five  of  their  children  survive,  namely: 
Samuel,  who  lives  in  Center  Township;  Mitchell 
who  lives  In  Washington  Township;  William 
James,  whose  name  heads  this  review;  Jennie, 
now  living  in  Carrollton ; and  David,  also  living 
in  Carrollton.  Henderson.  John,  Mary,  Millie, 
and  Richard  are  deceased. 

Growing  up  In  his  native  county  William 
James  Donaldson  attended  Its  rural  schools. 
Loyal  to  his  government,  with  the  outbreak  of 
the  war  between  the  North  and  the  South,  he 
espoused  the  Union  cause,  and  December  3,  1863, 
gave  practical  proof  of  this  by  enlisting  in 
Company  M,  Sixth  Ohio  Cavalry,  and  was  as- 
signed to  the  Army  of  the  Potomac.  He  par- 
ticipated in  many  of  the  principal  engagements 
of  his  regiment,  including  those  at  Wilton  Rail- 
road, Davies  House,  Yaughn  Road,  Gravely 
Run,  Boydon  Plank  Road,  Stony  Creek  Station, 
Hatches  Run,  Dinwiddle  Courthouse,  Jettersville 
and  Appomattox  Courthouse,  where  occurred 
the  surrender  of  General  Lee.  Following  that 
Mr.  Donaldson  was  on  patrol  duty  in  many 
counties  of  Virginia,  was  one  of  the  color  guards 
of  the  regiment,  and  was  honorably  discharged 
August  7,  1865,  at  Cleveland,  Ohio,  after  which 
he  returned  home.  A brother,  Richard  B.  Don- 
aldson, was  a member  of  the  same  company, 
but  after  an  engagement  at  Saint  Mary’s 
Church,  he  was  missing  and  no  trace  of  him  has 
ever  come  to  light.  Another  brother,  John  P. 
Donaldson,  was  in  the  eastern  army,  and  was 
wounded  at  Harper’s  Ferry,  Virginia,  by  a gun- 
shot wound  in  the  thigh.  Still  another  brother, 
Henderson  Donaldson,  enlisted  and  was  sent  to 
the  front,  but  got  no  further  than  Baltimore, 


Maryland,  before  the  surrender  of  the  Confed- 
erate forces,  and  he  was  therefore  honorably 
discharged  as  sergeant. 

On  January  19,  1869,  William  J.  Donaldson 
was  married  to  Christiana  Andrews,  who  was 
born  in  Fox  Township,  November  26,  1849,  a 
daughter  of  William  and  Elizabeth  (George) 
Andrews,  natives  of  Virginia  and  Fox  Town- 
ships, respectively,  and  granddaughter  of  Robert 
and  Sarah  (Ramsey)  George,  very  early  settlers 
of  Fox  Township.  Robert  George  was  one  of 
the  first  judges  of  Carroll  County.  He  entered 
a large  tract  of  oil  land,  and  was  a man  of  con- 
siderable Importance.  Strong  in  his  disapproval 
of  slavery,  he  maintained  one  of  the  “stations” 
of  the  “underground  railroad.”  For  three  years 
following  his  marriage  Mr.  Donaldson  lived  on 
his  father’s  homestead,  and  then  left  Washing- 
ton Township  for  Fox  Township  where  he 
owned  a farm.  Until  1908  this  farm  was  his 
home,  but  in  that  year  he  sold  it  and  moved  to 
the  property  owned  by  his  wife  in  the  village 
of  Seroggsfield,  where  they  now  live.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Donaldson  became  the  parents  of  the  fol- 
lowing children:  Sheridan  and  Newton,  both 

of  whom  reside  in  Fox  Township;  Mary  Eliza- 
beth, who  is  Mrs.  Emmet  Shane,  her  husband 
being  a merchant  of  Seroggsfield ; Agness,  who 
is  Mrs.  Frank  Scarlett  of  Dillondnle,  Ohiq;  Sa- 
rah, who  is  Mrs.  William  McClave  of  Bergholtz, 
Ohio;  Anson,  who  lives  in  Washington  Town- 
ship; Everett,  who  died  at  the  age  of  sixteen 
years;  Harper,  who  lives  at  Albuquerque.  New 
Mexico;  Lemoyne,  who  was  killed  in  an  acci- 
dent, September  6,  1919. 

Always  active  in  the  republican  party  Mr. 
Donaldson  has  served  as  township  trustee,  as- 
sessor and  been  otherwise  honored  by  his  fel- 
low citizens.  Zealous  in  the  Grand  Army  of 
the  Republic,  he  has  long  been  a member  of 
Harlan  Post  Number  624  and  is  now  serving 
as  chaplain  of  it.  The  United  Presbyterian 
Church  has  him  on  its  membership  rolls,  and 
he  gives  it  a generous  and  effective  support. 
Having  spent  his  life  in  Fox  Township,  Mr. 
Donaldson’s  interests  are  naturally  centered  in 
this  neighborhood.  He  can  recall  with  pleasure 
many  interesting  Incidents  of  the  earlier  days, 
and  compare  those  times  with  the  present  with 
the  gratifying  knowledge  that  he  has  been  con- 
nected with  much  of  the  constructive  work  of 
this  part  of  the  county,  and  that  his  influence 
has  been  exerted  in  favor  of  law  and  order  and 
moral  uplift. 

John  Cross  is  one  of  the  sterling  citizens  of 
Monroe  Township,  Carroll  County,  where  he  re- 
sides upon  his  well  Improved  farm  on  rural  mail 
route  No.  1 from  Sherrodsville.  He  was  born 
and  reared  in  this  township,  the  year  of  his 
birth  having  been  1852,  and  of  the  honored 
family  of  which  he  is  a popular  representative 
adequate  record  is  made  on  other  pages,  in  the 
personal  sketch  of  his  brother  James  N. 

Mr.  Cross  gained  through  early  experience  a 
deep  and  enduring  appreciation  of  the  dignity 
and  value  of  honest  toil  and  endeavor,  for  he 
was  but  a boy  when  he  began  to  lend  his  quota 
to  the  work  of  the  home  farm.  He  has  never 
severed  his  allegiance  to  the  basic  industry  of 
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agriculture,  but  during  much  of  his  active  ca- 
reer he  has  given  his  attention  primarily  to  the 
manufacturing  of  lumber,  as  the  owner  and 
operator  of  a saw  mill.  In  his  varied  activities 
he  has  contributed  to  the  civic  and  material  ad- 
vancement of  his  native  county,  and  here  his 
circle  of  friends  is  coincident  with  that  of  his 
acquaintances.  He  is  affiliated  with  the  Patrons 
of  Husbandry,  as  a member  of  the  Grange  at 
Atwood,  is  a democrat  in  his  political  proclivi- 
ties, and  he  and  his  wife  are  zealous  members 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church  at  New  Cumberland, 
In  Tuscarawas  County,  he  being  a member  of 
the  board  of  trustees  of  this  church. 

The  year  1878  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Cross  to  Miss  Nancy  J.  Latimer,  of  Tuscarawas 
County,  and  of  t£is  union  have  been  bom  three 
children:  Myrta  Alice  is  the  wife  of  Lewis 

Waldman,  of  Mineral  City,  Tuscarawas  County ; 
Margaret  Ann  was  the  wife  of  James  Gordon,  of 
Lawrence  Township,  Tuscarawas  County.  She 
died  August  10,  1913.  She  had  two  children — 
Donovan  Paul  and  Margaret  Mable;  Ed  son  L., 
the  youngest  of  the  children,  is  the  subject  of 
an  individual  sketch  on  other  pages  of  this  work. 

Frederick  Brandt  has  been  a resident  of  Lou- 
don Township,  Carroll  County,  from  the  time  of 
his  birth,  which  here  occurred  on  the  10th  of 
February,  1851,  and  he  has  long  held  secure 
vantage-ground  as  one  of  the  substantial  agri- 
culturists and  stock-growers,  as  well  as  repre- 
sentative citizens,  of  his  native  township.  He 
Is  a scion  of  one  of  the  honored  pioneer  fami- 
shes of  this  part  of  the  Buckeye  State.  His  fa- 
rther, Frederick  Brandt,  Sr.,  was  bora  in  Ger- 
many, in  the  year  1802,  and  in  his  native  land 
was  reared  to  pastoral  life.  At  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years  he  immigrated  to  America  and 
he  remained  in  the  state  of  New  York  until 
1829,  when  he  came  to  Ohio  and  purchased  a 
tract  of  virtually  unimproved  land,  in  Loudon 
Township,  Carroll  County.  Here  he  reclaimed 
and  developed  a good  farm,  and  that  abundant 
success  attended  his  earnest  and  well  ordered 
activities  is  attested  by  the  fact  that  at  the 
time  of  his  death,  in  December,  1868,  he  was  the 
owner  of  a valuable  landed  estate  of  fully  1,000 
acres.  His  first  marriage  was  with  Margaret 
Shawver,  and  they  became  the  parents  of  four 
children — William,  Elizabeth,  Henry  and  Susan 
<Mrs.  James).  After  the  death  of  his  first  wife 
Mr.  Brandt  married  Miss  Elizabeth  Able,  who 
was  born  in  Loudon  Township,  Carroll  County, 
on  the  5th  of  July,  1819,  a daughter  of  Conrad 
and  Mary  (Shrlver)  Able,  whose  marriage  was 
solemnized  in  the  state  of  Virginia  and  who  be- 
came pioneer  settlers  in  Loudon  Township,  Car- 
roll  County,  where  Mr,  Able  died  in  1845  and 
his  widow  In  1853,  their  children  having  been 
twelve  in  number.  George  Able,  father  of  Con- 
rad, was  one  of  the  German  soldiers  subsidized 
by  the  English  for  service  in  the  war  of  the 
American  Revolution,  after  the  close  of  which 
he  settled  in  Loudon  County,  Virginia,  where  he 
passed  the  remainder  of  his  life. 

After  their  marriage  Frederick  and  Elizabeth 
(Able)  Brandt  continued  to  reside  on  their  farm 
in  Loudon  Township  until  their  deaths,  Mrs. 
Brandt  having  survived  her  husband  by  many 


years  and  having  been  eighty-six  years  of  age 
at  the  time  of  her  death.  Both  were  communi- 
cants of  the  Lutheran  Church,  but  Mrs.  Brandt 
was  a member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  the  latter  part  of  her  life.  The  children 
of  the  first  marriage  are  all  deceased,  and  of 
the  children  of  the  second  union  the  following 
brief  data  are  available:  George  W.  is  a resi- 
dent of  Nebraska;  Frederick,  Jr.,  is  the  imme- 
diate subject  of  this  review;  Mary  Etta  is  the 
wife  of  Robert  Campbell,  of  Loudon  Township; 
John  M.  is  a prosperous  farmer  in  this  town- 
ship; Lizzie  Belle  is  the  wife  of  George  T. 
Burrier,  of  this  township;  Andrew  died  at  the 
age  of  twelve  years;  and  Harrison  is  a resident 
of  the  state  of  Oklahoma. 

He  whose  name  initiates  this  article  has  ef- 
fectively upheld  the  prestige  of  the  family 
name,  both  as  a successful  exponent  of  agri- 
cultural and  live-stock  industry  and  as  a loyal, 
upright  and  public-spirited  citizen.  In  addition 
to  receiving  the  advantages  of  the  schools  of 
his  native  township  he  was  for  two  terms  a 
student  in  Mount  Union  College.  After  his 
marriage,  in  1882,  he  established  his  home  on 
his  present  fine  farm,  of  190  acres,  in  London 
Township,  and  he  has  since  been  recognized  as 
one  of  the  substantial  and  progressive  farmers 
and  citizens  of  this  township,  which  he  has 
served  as  trustee  and  in  the  communal  welfare 
of  which  he  has  shown  a lively  and  helpful  in- 
terest at  all  times.  He  is  a republican  in  politi- 
can  allegiance,  is  an  active  member  of  Kilgore 
Grange,  and  he  and  his  wife  hold  membership  in 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  at  Kilgore,  in 
which  he  is  serving  as  a steward. 

In  April,  1882,  was  solemnized  the  marriage 
of  Mr.  Brandt  to  Miss  Margery  Fawcett,  who 
was  bora  and  reared  in  Union  Township,  this 
county,  a daughter  of  John  and  Roseann  (Cro- 
zier)  Fawcett,  both  likewise  natives  of  Carroll 
County.  Of  the  children  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Brandt  the  firstborn,  John  Curtis,  died  at  the 
age  of  four  years;  Anna  is  the  wife  of  Paul 
Shepherd,  of  Loudon  Township;  Flora  remains 
at  the  parental  home  and  is  a popular  teacher  in 
the  public  schools;  and  Margery,  likewise  a suc- 
cessful teacher,  is  also  a member  of  the  parental 
home  circle. 

John  Quincty  Adams.  Of  the  men  whose  abil- 
ity, Industry  and  public  spirit  have  added  to  the 
character,  prosperity  and  good  government  of 
Fox  Township,  few  are  better  known  than  John 
Quincy  Adams.  Mr.  Adams  is  an  agriculturist 
not  only  by  training  and  long  practice,  but  by 
temperament  and  preference.  He  has  tilled  the 
soil  throughout  an  active  and  successful  career. 
Political  tendencies  and  executive  ability  have 
added  to  his  possibilities  of  agricultural  compen- 
sation and  have  broadened  his  efforts  into  the 
channels  of  school  director,  land  appraiser  and 
justice  of  the  peace,  in  which  last-named  office 
he  is  now  serving  his  eleventh  year. 

Mr.  Adams  was  bora  on  a farm  in  Fox  Town- 
ship, Carroll  County,  Ohio,  December  15,  1866, 
a son  of  Christopher  C.  and  Eleanor  (Lewton) 
Adams,  natives  of  Carroll  County,  and  a grand- 
son of  John  and  Elizabeth  (Klmmons)  Adams. 
John  Adams  was  bora  in  the  suburbs  of  London, 
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England,  and  as  a young  man  adopted  the  voca- 
tion of  a sailor,  which  he  followed  for  some 
years.  On  his  last  trip  his  ship  was  wrecked 
off  the  coast  of  Cuba,  and  Mr.  Adams,  swimming 
ashore,  subsequently  made  his  way  to  the 
United  States,  where  he  was  married,  and  set- 
tled down  to  an  agricultural  life  in  Columbiana 
County,  Ohio.  Not  long  thereafter  he  came  to 
Carroll  County,  where  he  entered  eighty  acres 
of  Government  land  in  Fox  Township,  and  there 
passed  the  remaining  years  of  his  life  in  till- 
ing the  soil.  Jacob  Lewton,  the  maternal  grand- 
father of  John  Q.  Adams,  was  likewise  an  early 
settler  of  Fox  Township,  where  he  followed 
farming. 

Following  their  marriage,  the  parents  of  Mr. 
Adams  located  at  Knoxville,  Jefferson  County, 
Ohio,  but  later  moved  to  Scroggsfleld,  where 
Mr.  Adams  followed  the  trade  of  blacksmith. 
He  was  a man  of  ambitious  character,  and  while 
working  at  his  trade  began  the  study  of  law, 
which  he  finally  mastered  and  was  admitted  to 
the  Ohio  bar.  He  then  went  to  Carrollton, 
where  he  engaged  in  successful  practice  for 
many  years  and  advanced  to  a recognized  place 
in  his  profession,  being  eventually  elected  Pro- 
bate judge  of  Carroll  County,  an  office  In  which 
he  served  efficiently  for  two  terms.  He  died 
near  Scroggsfleld  in  1883,  Mrs.  Adams  having 
passed  away  in  1880.  They  were  the  parents, 
of  the  following  children:  P.  W.,  who  is  de- 

ceased; Lucinda,  who  is  also  deceased;  George 
L,  a resident  of  Newcastle,  Wyoming;  Eli  J., 
who  is  engaged  in  farming  in  Fox  Township; 
John  Quincy;  and  Minnie,  who  is  the  wife  of 
John  A.  George,  an  agriculturist  of  Center 
Township,  Carroll  County. 

John  Quincy  Adams  attended  the  public 
schools  in  his  youth  and  resided  with  his  parents 
until  his  marriage,  at  which  time  he  moved  to  a 
farm  in  Fox  Township  owned  by  his  father. 
This  farm  he  later  bought  from  his  father’s 
second  wife,  and  at  present  his  operations  cover 
220  acres  of  highly  cultivated  land,  Mr.  Adams 
being  known  as  one  of  the  leading  general  farm- 
ers of  his  community  and  as  a man  whose  prac- 
tical and  progressive  measures  and  methods 
have  been  productive  of  highly  satisfying  re- 
sults. He  is  a well  educated  and  well  posted 
man,  fully  abreast  of  the  times  In  all  that  per- 
tains to  agriculture  and  its  most  practical  de- 
velopment, and  takes  a deep  interest  in  poli- 
tics, education,  religion  and  home-making.  He 
is  a consistent  member  of  the  United  Presby- 
terian Church,  of  which  he  is  secretary.  For 
four  years  he  served  as  a member  of  the  school 
board  and  also  acted  for  a time  as  land  ap- 
praiser. In  1810  he  was  appointed  a justice 
of  the  peace,  and  subsequently  was  elected  to 
that  office,  in  which  he  has  served  to  the  present. 
In  politics  he  is  a republican.  He  holds  mem- 
bership in  the  East  Township  Grange,  and  as  a 
fraternalist  is  affiliated  with  Lodge  No.  752, 
Knights  of  Pythias,  at  Berkholz,  Ohio,  in  which 
order  he  has  numerous  warm  friends. 

Mr.  Adams  was  married  March  31,  1896,  to 
Miss  Minnie  Wiggins,  who  was  born  in  Fox 
Township,  daughter  of  John  R.  and  Jennie 
(Ault)  Wiggins,  the  former  a native  of  Carroll 
County  and  the  latter  of  Jefferson  County, 


Ohio.  To  this  union  there  have  been  bom  five 
children:  Carl,  who  died  aged  four  years; 

Bertha,  who  died  when  eighteen  years  of  age; 
and  Earl,  Ruth  and  Jean,  who  reside  with  their 
parents. 

Joseph  B.  Febgason.  After  being  engaged  in 
many  lines  of  business,  Joseph  B.  Fergason  has 
definitely  settled  down  upon  that  of  farming, 
and  for  the  past  ten  years  has  owned  and  con- 
ducted his  father’s  old  homestead  of  110%  acres 
of  land  in  Fox  Township.  The  results  of  his 
farming  are  such  as  to  justify  his  selection,  and 
in  addition  to  his  material  prosperity  he  enjoys 
the  confidence  and  respect  of  his  associates.  Mr. 
Fergason  was  bom  in  Fox  Township,  May  15, 
1858,  a son  of  Robert  and  Mary  E.  (Butcher) 
Fergason,  natives*  of  New  Jersey  and  England, 
respectively,  and  grandson  of  Henry  and  Pris- 
cilla (Berry)  Butcher,  natives  of  England.  The 
parents  came  to  Fox  Township  when  young, 
and  were  married  on  the  present  farm  of  Mr. 
Fergason,  March  24,  1853.  The  father,  who  was 
bora  December  25,  1830,  died  in  1886;  and  the 
mother,  who  was  bora  July  14,  1834,  died  Au- 
gust 4,  1916.  Their  children' were  as  follows: 
Priscilla,  who  was  born  December  15,  1853,  Is 
deceased;  Thomas,  who  was  born  February  20, 
1855,  died  In  infancy;  Sarah  M.,  who  was  bora 
October  25,  1856,  Is  the  widow  of  James  White 
of  Fox  Township;  Joseph  B.,  who  was  next  In 
order  of  birth;  Henry  S.,  who  was  bora  June 
15,  1860,  lives  at  S’ebring,  Ohio;  Robert  George, 
who  was  born  May  21,  1862,  lives  at  Salineville, 
Ohio;  Hannah  E.,  who  was  bom  April  24,  1864, 
married  B.  E.  Neel  of  Fox  Township;  David 
J.  W.,  who  was  born  February  5,  1868,  died  at 
the  age  of  thirteen  years;  James  A.,  who  was 
born  December  27,  1869,  lives  at  Newburg,  West 
Virginia ; Anna,  who  was  born  in  1870,  married 
William  Reed  of  Denver,  Colorado;  and  Rachel 
Cora,  who  was  born  in  1872,  married  Addison 
Todd,  of  Denver,  Colorado. 

Until  he  was  about  seventeen  years  old  Jo- 
seph B.  Fergason  attended  the  rural  schools 
during  the  winter  months,  and  then  began  work- 
ing out  by  the  month,  and  he  also  conducted  a 
saw-mill,  but  his  father  took  charge  of  his 
money  until  he  was  married.  Following  his 
marriage  he  resided  with  his  father  for  about 
a year  and  then  moved  into  a log  house  stand- 
ing on  the  homestead.  A few  months  later  he 
went  to  another  farm  in  the  neighborhood.  In 
1910  he  bought  the  old  home  farm,  and  has 
since  then  devoted  himself  to  its  cultivation. 
For  eighteen  years  he  was  engaged  in  operating 
a threshing  outfit,  but  gave  that  up  In  1910. 

On  September  30,  1880,  Mr.  Fergason  was 
married  to  Gen  ora  Willson,  who  was  bora  in 
Fox  Township,  in  February,  1862,  a daughter 
of  Hugh  and  Ann  Jane  (Lewis)  Willson,  na- 
tives of  Ireland,  and  Salineville,  Ohio,  respec- 
tively. The  paternal  grandfather  of  Mrs.  Fer- 
gason was  Madison  Willson.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Fer- 
gason became  the  parents  of  the  following  chil- 
dren: Berthetta,  who  was  bora  September  29, 

1881,  married  John  Morrow  of  Fox  Township; 
Robert  Hugh,  who  was  bora  October  8,  1883, 
lives  In  Columbiana  County,  Ohio;  Earl  Clyde, 
who  was  bora  April  1,  1885,  lives  in  Fox  Town- 
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ship;  Mary  E.,  who  was  born  April  29,  1887, 
married  Doctor  O’Ran  of  Belleview,  Ohio;  and 
Nora  V.,  who  was  bora  August  13, 1899,  married 
Harold  Goddard,  lives  with  her  father.  Mr. 
Fergason  belongs  to  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  and  has  been  a steward  of  it  for  many 
years.  Active  as  6 republican  he  was  a justice 
of  the  peace  for  thirteen  years,  and  was  elected 
to  other  offices  within  the  gift  of  the  people,  in 
which  he  proved  reliable  and  capable.  He  main- 
tains membership  with  the  Protected  Home  Cir- 
cle. and  is  interested  in  its  development. 

John  S.  Dunlap.  The  monotony  which  often 
ensues  from  the  continuous  following  of  a cer- 
tain line  of  work  has  never  been  a feature  of 
the  career  of  John  S.  Dunlap.  Gifted  with  me- 
chanical ingenuity  beyond  the  average,  this 
well-known  wagonmaker  of  Fox  Township  has, 
at  different  times,  followed  the  occupations  of 
wagonmaker,  carpenter  and  builder,  saw-mill 
operator  and  farmer,  in  each  of  which  he  has 
demonstrated  his  ability.  His  career  has  been 
one  in  which  he  has  worked  industriously  in 
his  own  behalf,  but  in  which  he  has  likewise 
found  time  to  devote  at  least  a part  of  his 
activities  to  the  betterment  of  his  community. 

Mr.  Dunlap  was  born  on  a farm  in  Harrison 
County,  Ohio,  September  20,  1856,  a son  of 
Hazzard  Perry  and  Rebecca  Ann  (Brown)  Dun- 
lap. His  father,  a carpenter  by  trade,  came  to 
Fox  Township,  Carroll  County,  about  the  time 
of  the  birth  of  John  S.  Dunlap,  and  here  pur- 
chased an  eighty-acre  farm.  During  the  re- 
mainder of  his  life  he  divided  his  time  between 
carpentry  and  farming  and  through  his  industry 
won  a modest  competency.  He  was  a man  of 
sound  business  integrity  and  a good  citizen, 
and  his  standing  in  his  community  was  accord- 
ingly high.  When  he  died  July  1,  1911,  at  the 
ripe  old  age  of  eighty-four  years,  there  were 
many  to  mourn  sincerely  the  loss  of  a true 
friend.  Mrs.  Dunlap,  a woman  of  splendid 
qualities,  passed  away  in  February,  1892.  They 
were  the  parents  of  the  following  children : 
William,  who  is  a resident  of  Carrollton;  Mary 
E.,  who  is  deceased ; John  S.,  of  this  review ; 
Jane,  who  is  deceased;  Edward,  who  Is  engaged 
in  agricultural  pursuits  in  Center  Township. 
Carroll  County;  and  Effle,  who  is  the  wife  of 
Tipton  Tobin,  of  Stark  County,  Ohio. 

John  S.  Dunlap  received  his  education  in 
the  rural  schools  in  the  vicinity  of  his  father’s 
farm,  and  was  reared  on  the  home  place,  on 
which  he  was  associated  in  work  with  the  elder 
man  until  he  was  about  twenty  years  of  age. 
At  that  time  he  turned  his  attention  to  the 
mastery  of  the  trade  of  wagon-maker,  which  he 
subsequently  followed  for  some  years.  In  1892 
he  purchased  a tract  of  eight  acres,  located  in 
Fox  Township,  on  which  he  erected  a fine  home 
and  wagon-making  shop,  and  this  property  con- 
tinued to  be  his  place  of  residence  until  1913. 
when  he  bought  a farm  of  eighty  acres,  in  the 
same  township,  with  a stable  and  wagon  shed. 
For  the  most  part  Mr.  Dunlap  has  applied  him- 
self to  wagon-making,  although  at  various  times 
he  has  followed  farming,  carpentry  and  saw- 
milling. He  has  always  adhered  to  the  prin- 
ciple that  work  worth  doing  at  all  was  worth 


doing  well,  and  in  consequence  has  built  up  a 
reputation  as  a careful,  skillful  and  reliable 
workman.  He  is  esteemed  also  for  his  integ- 
rity and  moral  worth,  and  for  his  consideration 
and  fairness  as  an  employer  of  labor. 

On  September  29,  1881,  Mr.  Dunlap  was 
united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Elizabeth  Potts, 
who  was  born  in  Fox  Township,  Carroll  County, 
a daughter  of  William  and  Mary  (Miller) 
Potts,  natives  of  Jefferson  County,  Ohio.  To 
this  union  there  have  been  born  the  following 
children:  Hallie  M.,  who  is  the  wife  of  Mervin 
Dorances,  an  agriculturist  of  Jefferson  County, 
Ohio ; Dora  Ann,  who  is  the  wife  of  John 
Cameron,  of  Lisbon,  this  state;  Arthur,  who 
is  a resident  of  Jefferson  County;  Elva,  who 
is  unmarried  and  resides  on  the  home  place 
with  her  parents;  and  James,  who  is  a resident 
of  Salinesville. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Dunlap  are  consistent  members 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  in  the  work 
of  which  they  take  an  active  and  helpful  part. 
In  his  political  allegiance  Mr.  Dunlap  is  a re- 
publican, but  has  not  been  a seeker  for  personal 
preferment.  He  belongs  to  the  Fox  Township 
Grange,  in  which  he  is  at  present  serving  his 
fellow-members  in  the  office  of  treasurer.  Since 
his  own  attendance  at  the  Potts  and  Greenbrier 
schoolhouses  in  Fox  Township,  he  has  been  a 
friend  of  education,  the  movements  of  which 
find  him  a generous  supporter  as  do  all  other 
worthy  enterprises  which  promise  to  be  of  bene- 
fit to  the  community. 

James  Clendening.  The  great-grandfather 
of  James  Clendening  was  born  and  mar- 
ried in  Ireland  and  his  children  were  all 
born  in  that  country.  He  came  to  America  with 
his  family  in  1802.  He  located  for  a time  in 
Washington  County,  Pennsylvania,  and  soon 
thereafter  came  as  one  of  the  early  settlers  to 
Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  and  located  near  Knox- 
ville. William  Clendening,  oldest  son  of  James, 
and  grandfather  of  our  subject  moved  to  Not- 
tingham Township,  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  in 
1844.  John  W.  Clendening,  third  son  of  Wil- 
liam and  Elizabeth  (Birney)  Clendening,  was 
born  at  Knoxville,  Jefferson  County,  in  1839 
and  died  at  Freeport,  Ohio,  in  1918.  John  W. 
Clendening  was  five  years  old  when  the  family 
moved  to  Harrison'  County  and  located  at  Not- 
tingham Township.  His  early  life  was  spent 
on  the  homestead  farm.  In  1863  he  left  farm 
life  and  entered  merchandising  in  partnership 
with  his  brother  James  in  Freeport,  Ohio,  re- 
tiring in  1869  on  account  of  declining  health. 
He  then  purchased  320  acres  adjoining  his 
father’s  homestead  and  again  gave  his  attention 
to  farming  which  he  continued  to  follow  the 
remainder  of  his  life  with  eminent  success.  He 
continued  his  residence  on  this  farm,  except 
for  five  years  he  resided  on  a farm  he  had 
purchased  adjoining  Freeport,  until  two  years 
of  his  death,  when  he  built  a commodious  resi- 
dence in  Freeport  and  moved  to  it  a short  time 
before  his  death. 

In  1863  he  was  married  to  Sarah  Niblock. 
daughter  of  John  and  Matilda  (Kerr)  Niblock. 
To  this  union  tw*o  children  were  born,  James, 
born  December  4.  1871,  and  Oliver  Lentz,  born 
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March  29,  1869.  For  a more  extended  account 
of  the  genealogy  of  the  Clendening  and  Niblock 
families  reference  is  made  to  the  biographical 
sketch  of  Oliver  Lentz  Clendening  on  another 
page  of  this  volume.  Both  branches  of  the 
family  are  pioneers  in  this  section. 

The  first  forty  years  of  James  Clendening's 
life  was  spent  with  his  father  improving  his 
large  acreage  of  grazing  lands  and  in  keeping 
the  same  stocked.  In  his  early  life  he  received 
a liberal  education  in  the  common  schools  of 
the  neighborhood  which  was  supplemented  by  a 
college  course  at  Oberlin  College.  In  selecting 
his  life  avocation  he  decided  to  follow  the  foot- 
steps of  his  father  and  has  always  had  an  active 
interest  in  agriculture  and  stock  raising,  spe- 
cializing In  cattle,  in  which  he  has  been  emi- 
nently successful.  He  has  always  taken  an 
active  part  in  the  local  affairs  of  the  neighbor- 
hoods in  which  he  has  lived,  and  is  always 
found  at  the  forefront  in  matters  for  the  best 
interest  of  the  community.  After  the  death  of 
his  father  in  1918  he  was  elected  by  the  stock- 
holders of  The  Fourth  National  Bank  of  Cadiz, 
to  succeed  him  in  the  office  of  director  in  that 
institution,  which  is  one  of  the  strong  financial 
institutions  of  the  county.  In  1919  he  moved 
from  his  Washington  Township  farm  near  Free- 
port and  located  in  the  village,  having  pur- 
chased the  old  homestead  occupied  for  many 
years  by  his  uncle,  Thomas  Green,  deceased. 
Thus  he  has  provided  excellent  school  advan- 
tages for  his  children,  and  located  adjoining 
his  father’s  late  town  residence,  where  he  can 
cheer  his  mother  in  her  declining  years. 

December  25,  1899,  James  Clendening  was 
united  in  marriage  to  Ella  Black,  daughter  of 
B.  H.  and  Eliza  (Fulton)  Black.  To  this  union 
three  children  have  been  born:  Sarah  Eliza, 
born  July  27,  1905;  Elizabeth,  born  January  30. 
1907 ; and  John  Black,  born  February  7,  1909. 

The  family  of  Ella  (Black)  Clendening  has 
been  prominently  connected  with  Freeport 
affairs  for  many  years.  In  1852  her  grand- 
father, Dr.  H.  C.  Black,  moved  to  Freeport, 
Ohio,  from  Guernsey  County  and  began  the 
practice  of  medicine,  and  continued  in  active 
practice  for  more  than  fifty  years,  retiring  only 
a few  years  before  his  death  in  1906. 

Daniel  Black,  the  grandfather  of  Dr.  Henry 
Clay  Black,  was  a native  of  Ireland,  where  he 
was  married.  A short  time  prior  to  the  Revolu- 
tionary war  he  and  a brother.  James,  came  to 
America  and  first  located  in  Virginia.  The 
family  of  Daniel  Black  consisted  of  seven  chil- 
dren, viz.:  James,  Joseph  K.,  Daniel.  Ralph. 
Margaret.  Mary  and  Elizabeth.  In  1803  the 
family  moved  from  Virginia  and  located  in 
Guernsey  County,  Ohio,  where  both  Daniel 
Black  and  his  wife  died  and  are  buried  near 
the  old  homestead  in  Adams  Township. 

Joseph  K.  Black  was  born  April  16,  1794,  in 
Virginia  and  came  with  his  parents  to  Guernsey 
County  when  he  was  nine  years  old.  In  Au- 
gust, 1818,  he  was  married  to  Ann  Eliza,  daugh- 
ter of  Joseph  Hutchison,  a resident  of  Loudon 
County,  Virginia.  They  began  their  married 
life  on  the  lands  of  his  father.  In  1832  they 
moved  to  a farm  they  had  purchased  near 
Cambridge,  where  Joseph  K.  Black  died  in  1850 


and  was  buried  in  the  old  cemetery  in  Cam- 
bridge, and  was  followed  by  his  wife  in  1874, 
who  was  buried  in  the  Baptist  Cemetery  at 
Center,  Guernsey  County.  The  following  chil- 
dren were  born  to  them:  Lucretla  (1819-1902), 
married  John  Scott;  Clarinda  (1820-1896),  mar- 
ried Joseph  Pugh;  Cephas  N.  (1822-1912) ; Gain 
R.  (1823-1921);  Caroline  A.  (1824-1891),  mar- 
ried George  Scott;  Henry  Clay  (1825-1906); 
Eliza  F.  (1827),  married  Joseph  Linkhart; 
Charlotte  C.  (1829-1859),  married  R.  I.  Thaker; 
Mary  C.  (1832),  married  William  Scott.  This 
family  have  a remarkable  longevity.  Two  are 
yet  living  and  one  died  at  the  age  of  30  years, 
yet  the  average  life  of  the  family  is  more  than 
eighty  years. 

Dr.  Henry  Clay  Black,  grandfather  of  Mrs. 
Ella  (Black)  Clendening,  was  twice  married. 
In  1848  he  was  married  to  Rebecca  McCarty 
(1818-1881),  a daughter  of  John  and  Sarah 
(DeFrance)  McCarty,  and  a sister  of  Prof.  H. 
D.  McCarty,  late  State  School  Superintendent 
of  Kansas.  The  issue  of  this  marriage  was 
four  children:  Clelia  DeFrance  (1850-1919), 
married  James  C.  Carver;  Rucinus  McCarty 
(1851),  married  Jane  Allen;  Bourrienne  Hutchi- 
son (1853-1917),  married  Eliza  Fulton;  Ottis 
King  (1854-1917),  married  Ruth  Caldwell. 

Bourrienne  Hutchison  Black  was  born  August 
28.  1853,  and  was  married  in  1874  to  Eliza 
Fulton,  daughter  of  James  and  Mary  (Boyd) 
Fulton.  They  lived  in  Freeport  during  their 
entire  married  life  and  until  the  death  of  the 
husband,  March  3,  1917.  B.  H.  Black  was  an 
active  business  man  of  Freeport  for  nearly  fifty 
years  and  had  a very  wide  business  acquaint- 
ance. For  many  years  he  dealt  in  horses  and 
sold  farm  machinery.  To  this  union  four  chil- 
dren were  born,  Ella  B.,  who  married  James 
Clendening,  was  born  April  9.  1875;  Lena,  wife 
of  Paul  Lawrence,  was  born  July  7,  1879; 
Charles  F.,  married  Bessie  Willis  and  was  bora 
November  28,  1883;  Hal  McCarty,  born  Febru- 
ary 19,  1885,  a lawyer  of  Wichita,  Kansas, 
married  Helen  Simm. 

John  McCarty,  the  great-great-grandfather  of 
Mrs.  Clendening,  was  one  of  the  early  settlers 
in  western  Pennsylvania.  He  married  first 
Ilepsibah  Green,  and  had  Issue  as  follows: 
Elizabeth,  married  John  Stewart;  Hepsibah, 
married  Robert  Johnson,  and  later  William 
McClure:  Timothy,  married  Jane  McConnell; 
Polly,  married  Andrew  Birch;  John,  married 
Sarah  DeFrance;  Sarah,  married  Thomas  Con- 
ner. By  his  second  wife,  Kesiah  Cooper,  John 
McCarty  had  the  following  children:  Katharine, 
married  James  McDowell;  Nancy,  married 
David  Walsh;  Jane,  married  Robert  Thompson; 
James:  Kesiah,  married  William  Elder;  Sam- 
uel. married  Sallie  Aires  and  later  Mariah 
Henry. 

John  McCarty,  Jr.,  was  bom  August  23,  1782, 
and  on  May  30,  1809,  was  married  to  Sarah 
DeFrance,  who  was  bora  January  13,  1794.  and 
had  issue  as  follows:  Jane,  married  William 
Lindsey;  Hepsibah,  married  Robert  Cassiday: 
John,  married  Julia  Marquis;  Rebecca,  married 
Dr.  II.  C.  Black;  Timothy,  married  Ann  Smith; 
Ilugli:  Sarah,  married  Wiliam  K.  Mathewson; 
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Martha;  Keslah,  married  William  Forbes; 
James;  Elizabeth,  married  James  Portlock. 

Sarah  DeFrance,  the  great-grandmother  of 
Mrs.  Ella  Black  Clendening,  was  the  daughter 
of  John  and  Jane  (Caldwell)  DeFrance.  The 
DeFrances  in  France  were  a titled  family  and 
this  branch  of  the  family  were  early  settlers 
about  Fort  DuQuesne,  near  the  present  site  of 
Pittsburgh.  There  is  a family  legend  that  at 
one  time  one  of  the  DeFrances  traded  the  land 
now  occupied  by  Pittsburgh  for  a horse,  saddle 
and  bridle.  John  and  Jane  (Caldwell)  De- 
France  had  issue  as  follows:  Sarah,  married 
John  McCarty;  John;  Jane,  married  John  De- 
France  ; Hugh ; Allison,  married  Pattie  Alender ; 
Rebecca,  married  Robert  DeFrance. 

The  maternal  great-grandfather  of  Mrs.  Ella 
Clendening  on  her  mother’s  side,  was  Wiliam 
Boyd  (1794-1868).  His  father,  John  Boyd, 
came  from  Ireland  about  1812,  and  settled  in 
Freeport  Township,  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  and 
entered  the  northeast  quarter  of  section  25 
under  date  of  November  6,  1915.  John  Boyd 
died  on  this  same  farm  in  1832,  leaving  two 
children,  Samuel  and  William. 

William  Boyd  (1794-1 868),  was  born  in  Ire- 
land and  came  to  America  with  his  father.  In 
1823  he  married  Annie  White,  bom  in  Ireland 
in  1802  and  died  at  Freeport  in  1879.  During 
his  early  life  William  Boyd  kept  a store  in 
Westchester,  Tuscarawas  County,  but  soon  after 
his  father’s  death  he  returned  to  the  homestead 
farm  and  continued  to  live  there  until  his  death. 
Eleven  children  were  bom  to  their  marriage,  as 
follows:  John  (1824-1863),  married  Sarah, 

daughter  of  William  and  Mary  (Moore)  Fulton; 
Hannah  (1825-1905),  married  Dr.  W.  H.  Will- 
iams; George  (1827-1914),  married  Eliza 
Markee;  Eliza  (1829-1880),  married  William 
Fulton;  Mary  (1830-1856),  married  James  Ful- 
ton; William  (1832-1898),  married  Mary  Phil- 
lips; Anna  Boyd  (1834-1857) ; Melancthon 
(1838-1862);  Margaret  Boyd  (1840-1865);  Be- 
linda (1842-1894),  married  James  Kerr;  Martha 
(1845-1871),  married  Rowet  K.  Niblock.  Nearly 
all  the  members  of  the  Boyd  family  are  buried 
on  the  old  home  farm  in  Freeport  Township  in 
what  is  known  as  the  Boyd  Cemetery. 

The  maternal  great-grandmother  of  Mrs.  Ella 
Clendening  on  her  mother’s  side,  Annie  White 
(1802-1879),  was  a daughter  of  Hanah  White, 
who  died  in  Cadiz,  Ohio,  in  1849.  She  was  born 
in  Ireland  in  1774  and  continued  to  live  there 
until  the  death  of  her  husband.  These  children 
were  bom  to  them:  John;  George;  Eliza  (1800- 
1872),  married  Robert  Holliday;  Annie  (1802- 
1879),  married  William  Boyd;  and  Margaret 
White  (1809-1892).  During  the  War  of  1812 
the  Widow  White  left  Ireland  with  her  family 
and  emigrated  to  America.  While  on  the  At- 
lantic they  were  intercepted  by  a British  man 
of  war  and  all  able  bodied  men  were  drafted 
into  the  British  service.  John,  being  a young 
man,  was  pressed  into  the  service  against  the 
country  of  his  adoption,  and  the  passenger  ship 
was  diverted  to  Nova  Scotia,  where  the  passen- 
gers were  landed.  The  White  family  continued 
there  for  some  two  years  when  they  had  an 
opportunity  of  getting  to  America,  and  soon 


after  landing  settled  at  Cadiz,  Ohio,  and  woe 
soon  thereafter  joined  by  the  son  John. 

James  Fulton,  grandfather  of  Mrs.  Ella  Clen- 
dening, was  a son  of  Wiliam  and  Mary  (Moore) 
Fulton.  William  Fulton  (1792-1871)  and  Mary 
Moore  (1803-1882)  were  married  in  1823.  This 
union  resulted  in  these  children,  viz.:  William, 
James,  Robert  and  Sarah  who  married  John 
Boyd.  William  Fulton  was  bom  in  Westmoreland 
County,  Pennsylvania.  When  he  first  came  to 
Ohio  he  located  for  a time  in  Green  Township, 
Harrison  County.  Later  he  moved  with  his 
family  to  Washington  Township  and  altered 
the  southeast  quarter  of  section  23,  just  north 
of  Tippecanoe. 

James  Fulton  was  bom  September  10,  1826,  in 
Washington  Township,  Harrison  County,  and 
was  united  in  marriage  to  Mary  Boyd,  bora  in 
Freeport  Township,  Harrison  County,  in  1853. 
To  this  union  two  children  were  born:  Eliza, 
bom  December  23,  1853,  married  B.  H.  Black; 
and  Albert,  bom  April  6,  1855.  Soon  after  their 
marriage  the  entire  foregoing  Fulton  connec- 
tions moved  to  Illinois  and  located  near  Bloom- 
ington. Mrs.  James  Fulton  died  there  in  1856, 
and  later  Mr.  Fulton  again  married  and  con- 
tinued to  live  near  Bloomington  until  his  death. 
William  Fulton  and  wife  also  were  buried  at 
Bloomington. 

Sarah  (Moore)  Fulton,  the  great-grandmother 
of  Mrs.  Ella  Clendening,  was  the  first  child  of 
a family  of  thirteen  children  bora  to  William 
(1779-1847)  and  Sarah  (Coroy)  Moore  (1783- 
1863).  William  Moore  was  bom  in  Westmore- 
land County,  Pennsylvania,  and  came  to  Harri- 
son County,  Ohio,  about  1898.  Sarah  Corey 
was  bora  in  New  Jersey.  They  were  married 
in  Westmoreland  County  in  1802.  Nancy  (1809- 
1881),  a sister  of  Mary  (Moore)  Fulton,  was 
married  to  William  Birney  in  1830,  and  soon 
after  their  marriage  moved  to  Washington 
Township,  Harrison  County,  near  the  Fultons, 
and  soon  thereafter  began  preaching  under  very 
peculiar  circumstances.  Every  two  weeks  on 
Sundays  after  doing  the  usual  morning  work 
she  would  be  compelled  to  go  to  bed  and  soon 
sank  into  what  was  then  called  a “trance.” 
She  was  usually  attended  by  her  husband,  who 
sat  by  the  bedside  and  would  wipe  away  a froth 
that  would  work  out  of  her  mouth,  and  also 
wipe  away  great  drops  of  perspiration  that 
would  raise  on  her  forehead.  At  about  10:30 
o’clock  a.  m.  she  would  ask  to  be  raised  up  to 
a sitting  posture  in  the  bed.  With  eyes  closed 
and  apparently  unconscious  to  the  surround- 
ings, she  would  begin  a religious  service,  by 
first  offering  a prayer,  and  then  take  a text  of 
Scripture  and  begin  to  preach  and  expound 
the  Scripture  in  a most  intelligent  manner  and 
to  the  astonishment  and  amazement  of  the  hun- 
dreds of  people  who  would  often  congregate  for 
the  service.  The  service  would  last  for  about 
an  hour.  At  the  conclusion  she  would  fall  back 
to  a reclining  position  and  show  signs  of  physi- 
cal exhaustion,  but  without  signs  of  being  con- 
scious of  her  surroundings.  She  said  she  had 
no  recollection  of  anything  she  had  done  or 
said.  Her  physical  condition  was  supposed  to 
be  a peculiar  form  of  catalepsy.  Her  dis- 
courses were  reported  as  being  quite  logical 
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and  interesting.  This  condition  and  program 
continued  for  thirty  years  or  more,  every  two 
weeks  on  Sundays  at  10:30.  During  the  earlier 
years  of  this  phenomenon  people  came  from 
miles  to  these  services,  largely  as  a matter  of 
curiosity,  probably,  but  went  away  deeply  im- 
pressed. The  place  on  many,  many  occasions 
had  the  appearance  of  a country  picnic.  Many 
of  the  older  people  about  Tippecanoe  are  still 
living  to  testify  to  these  facts. 

Oliver  Lentz  Clendening.  The  Clendening 
family  has  been  actively  connected  with  Harri- 
son Oounty  history  since  the  year  1844,  when 
William  Clendening,  the  grandfather  of  our 
subject,  with  his  family,  moved  from  Jefferson 
County,  Ohio,  to  Nottingham  Township  in  Har- 
rison County,  and  located  on  what  became  their 
homestead  farm  of  240  acres  on  the  Deersvllle 
and  Freeport  road,  at  a point  midway  between 
the  towns  which  for  many  years  has  been  known 
as  Clendening  cross  roads.  Later  a postofflce 
was  established  called  Clendening.  E.  D.  Clen- 
dening acted  as  postmaster  for  many  years  until 
the  establishment  of  rural  mail  routes.  The 
farm  continued  In  the  family  name  until  1916. 
After  the  purchase  of  this  tract  Mr.  Clendening 
later  added  an  additional  quarter  section  to  his 
land  holdings,  which  was  later  transferred  to 
Israel  B.  Clendening,  a son,  and  the  same  con- 
tinues to  this  day  in  the  name  of  a grandson, 
Denver  C.  Clendening. 

William  Clendening  was  the  son  of  James 
Clendening,  who  was  bom  and  married  In  Ire- 
land, and  was  a weaver  by  trade.  Early  in  his 
married  life  he  immigrated  to  America  and  lo- 
cated for  a number  of  years  at  or  near  Hickory, 
Pennsylvania.  He  had  four  children,  William, 
James,  Margaret  and  Nancy.  About  1830  the 
latter  daughter  became  the  second  wife  of  Hugh 
Bimey,  to  which  union  two  children  were  bom 
who  are  located  in  the  western  states.  She  was 
bom  In  1794  and  died  In  1854. 

William  was  bom  in  1789  and  was  thirteen 
years  old  when  the  family  immigrated  to 
America.  While  in  Pennsylvania  he  received 
quite  a good  education  for  his  time  and  was 
considered  a man  of  more  than  average  talent. 
Early  in  1800  he  and  probably  other  members 
of  the  family  moved  from  Hickory,  Washing- 
ton County,  Pennsylvania,  to  Jefferson  County. 
Ohio,  where  he  acquired  quite  a tract  of  forest 
lands  which  he  continued  to  hold  until  about 
the  time  he  moved  to  Harrison  County.  De- 
cember 19,  1833,  he  was  married  to  Elizabeth 
Bimey,  daughter  of  William  and  Elizabeth 
Bimey,  of  Deersvllle,  Ohio.  They  began  their 
married  life  at  Knoxville,  Jefferson  County, 
Ohio,  and  continued  to  live  there  until  1844. 
To  tills  union  six  children  were  bom:  James 
(1834-1871),  married  Arminda  Holliday:  Israel 
B.  (1837-1915),  married  Sarah  Wages:  John  W. 
(1839-1918) : Ebenezer  D.  (1841-1904),  married 
Metta  Burris:  Elizabeth  J„  married  W.  F.  Laf- 
ferty;  Oliver  D.  (1849-1884),  married  Mary 
Hanley.  The  father,  William  Clendening,  died 
September  15,  1867. 

Elizabeth  Bimey,  his  wife,  and  the  paternal 
grandmother  of  Oliver  Clendening,  was  bom  in 
Green  Township,  Eta  rr I son  County,  March  23, 


1813,  was  a daughter  of  William  and  Elizabeth 
(Letchworth)  Bimey.  William  Bimey  and  his 
three  brothers,  John,  Hugh  and  Robert,  came 
from  Ireland  to  this  country  about  the  year 
1800,  first  locating  near  Brandywine,  Pennsyl- 
vania. William  Bimey  was  bom  In  Ireland  In 
1782.  In  1814  he  and  his  brothers  John  (1777- 
1854)  and  Hugh  (1779-1861)  emigrated  from 
Pennsylvania  to  Green  Township,  Btarrison 
County,  Ohio,  and  located  near  Cadiz  Junction, 
and  were  among  the  early  settlers  of  Harrison 
County.  With  their  help  Bethel  Church,  one 
of  the  first  In  the  county,  was  established.  Soon 
after  they  came  to  Ohio,  they  were  joined  by 
their  brother,  John,  and  the  early  religious 
sentiment  of  the  communities  was  the  result  of 
their  influence. 

William  Bimey  was  married  to  Elizabeth 
(Letchworth)  while  they  resided  in  Pennsyl- 
vania. She  was  a daughter  of  a Quaker 
preacher,  of  old  Philadelphia.  In  1825  they 
moved  from  Green  Township  to  Franklin  Town- 
ship and  located  on  a quarter  section  of  land 
joining  the  town  of  Deersvllle,  on  the  west, 
which  land  continues  in  the  family  name. 
Quite  an  acreage  of  the  land  entries  of  Harri- 
son County  were  originally  made  by  these 
brothers.  At  one  time  William  Bimey  owned 
more  than  1,200  acres.  To  this  union  eleven 
children  were  bom,  John,  Israel,  Letchworth, 
Ebenezer,  Oliver,  Jane,  married  John  Baker; 
Mary,  married  Hiram  Palmer;  Debora,  married 
Phillip  Bartlett ; Isabelle,  married  Samuel 
Moore;  Rachel,  married  Zontz  Bonnett;  and 
Elizabeth,  married  William  Clendening.  Eliza- 
beth Letchworth,  wife  of  William  Bimey,  wps 
bora  in  1787  and  died  at  the  old  Clendening 
homestead  in  1871.  Her  daughter,  Elizabeth 
Clendening,  wife  of  William  Clendening,  died  at 
the  same  homestead  September  7,  1885. 

John  W.  Clendening,  third  son  of  William 
and  Elizabeth  Clendening,  and  father  of  our 
subject,  was  born  August  23,  1839,  and  was 
reared  to  manhood  on  the  home  farm  and  re- 
ceived a practical  business  education  in  the 
common  schools.  In  1863  he  entered  the  mer- 
cantile business  in  partnership  with  his  brother 
James  at  Freeport,  Ohio,  continuing  a prosper- 
ous business  until  1869,  when  his  health  re- 
quired his  retirement  from  the  business.  Soon 
thereafter  he  purchased  320  acres  of  land  in 
Nottingham  Township  which  has  since  been 
known  as  his  homestead  farm,  and  is  regarded 
as  one  of  the  best  stock  farms  in  this  section 
of  the  county.  For  many  years  prior  to  his 
death  in  1919  he  was  known  as  one  of  the  most 
extensive  live  stock  growers  in  Harrison  County, 
and  was  recognized  as  having  a place  at  the 
head  of  the  progressive  business  men  of  the 
county,  and  always  foremost  to  assist  in  enter- 
prises for  the  advancement  of  the  public  weal. 
He  was  one  of  the  organizers  of  The  Fourth 
National  Bank,  of  Cadiz,  Ohio,  and  a member 
of  its  first  board  of  directors  and  continued  in 
such  connection  until  his  death. 

June  2,  1868,  he  was  married  to  Sarah  Nib- 
lock,  a daughter  of  John  and  Matilda  Kerr  Nib- 
lock,  of  Freeport  Township.  To  this  union 
there  was  born  two  children,  Oliver  Lentz, 
March  29,  1869,  and  James,  December  4,  1871. 
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John  Niblock,  the  maternal  grandfather  of 
our  subject,  was  of  Irish  descent,  and  was  born 
March  29,  1807,  on  Wall  Street,  New  York  City, 
a son  of  John  and  Jane  (Taylor)  Niblock.  To 
this  union  six  children  were  bom,  Jane,  James, 
Robert,  John,  Julia  and  William.  When  John 
was  six  years  old  the  family  moved  by  wagon 
from  New  York  to  Tuscarawas  County.  Ohio, 
and  such  was  the  condition  of  the  roads  that 
the  family  were  compelled  to  walk  nearly  the 
entire  distance.  In  1846  the  father  died  and 
was  followed  by  his  widow  in  1870.  In  early 
life  John  Niblock  was  apprenticed  to  a mill- 
wright and  during  his  young  manhood  followed 
this  trade.  He  was  a man  of  very  strong 
characteristics.  After  his  marriage  he  turned 
his  attention  to  agriculture  and  soon  was  rated 
one  of  the  best  farmers  of  this  section.  For 
many  years  his  farm  in  the  southern  part  of 
the  township  was  highly  improved  as  for  that 
day  and  was  reputed  one  of  the  best  farms  in 
the  township.  In  1829  while  he  yet  held  a resi- 
dence in  Tuscarawas  County  he  was  married  to 
Sarah  Grewall  (1808-1840).  Soon  thereafter  he 
removed  to  the  vicinity  of  Freeport.  To  this 
union  three  children  were  bom:  Mary  (1832- 
1892)  ; Nancy  Green  (1835-1911)  ; Caroline 
Johnson  (1838-1888).  In  1840  he  was  again 
married  to  Matilda  Kerr,  daughter  of  Rowet 
and  Susan  Stewart  Kerr.  To  this  union  was 
born  Sarah  Clendening,  bom  July  11,  1841 } 
Rowet  K.,  deceased:  Margaret,  who  died  young; 
William  Albert;  James,  deceased;  Henry  A., 
also  deceased;  Susan  J.  Bear;  Dorcas  B.  Alex- 
ander. In  1889  John  Niblock  married  Margaret 
Porter,  daughter  of  James  Porter  of  Cadiz 
Township. 

Matilda  Kerr  Niblock  (1816-1881),  the  ma- 
ternal grandmother,  was  a daughter  of  Rowet 
and  Susan  Stewart  Kerr.  Rowet  Kerr  (1772- 
1869)  was  a native  of  Washington  County, 
Pennsylvania,  and  there  married  Susan  Stewart 
(1775-1871).  He  was  a son  of  John  Kerr,  and 
had  two  brothers,  John  and  Robert  His  father, 
John  Kerr,  was  a Revolutionary  soldier  and  lost 
his  life  during  that  war  by  being  blown  from 
a war  vessel  during  a storm  and  drowned. 
Rowet  Kerr,  with  his  family,  emigrated  from 
Pennsylvania  to  Freeport  Township  with  his 
brother-in-law,  James  Stewart  and  family, 
about  1816,  and  they  jointly  entered  the  north- 
east quarter  of  section  34,  for  many  years 
locally  known  as  the  John  Niblock  farm.  The 
first  year  they  were  on  this  tract  after  their 
crops  were  nearly  mature,  an  alarm  was  given 
that  the  Indians  were  on  the  war-path  against 
the  settlers.  The  neighborhood  settlers  at  once 
thronged  to  the  fort  at  Freeport  for  protection. 
These  two  families  gathered  together  such  stuff 
as  they  could  carry  on  their  horses  and  came 
to  the  fort,  but  instead  of  returning  after  the 
alarm  had  been  proven  false,  they  continued 
back  to  Pennsylvania  and  spent  the  following 
winter  there,  leaving  their  crops  to  be  harvested 
by  their  neighbors,  the  Davidsons  on  Crab- 
orchard.  The  following  spring  they  returned 
and  became  permanent  settlers  thereafter.  To 
this  union  of  Rowet  and  Susan  Kerr  the  follow- 
ing children  were  born:  Mary  McCullough; 
Margaret  McCullough;  Rachey  Deeper  (1801- 


1869);  Matilda  Niblock  (1816-1881);  Sarah, 
James  (1820-1804),  married  Belinda  Boyd 
(1842-1894).  Susan  Stewart  Kerr’s  grandfa- 
ther, Andrew  Stewart,  was  a native  of  Ireland, 
County  Tyrone,  where  he  married  and  had  two 
sons,  .Andrew  and  Daniel.  Daniel  immigrated  to 
this  country  from  Ireland  when  thirteen  years 
of  age,  coming  with  a family  by  name  of  Gibson, 
leaving  behind  his  brother,  Andrew,  who  later 
died  there.  It  was  reported  that  a large  for 
tune  was  willed  to  his  brother  in  America  but 
so  far  as  known  it  was  never  received  by*  either 
him  or  his  posterity.  Daniel  Stewart,  father 
of  Susan  Stewart  Kerr,  was  married  to  a Miss 
Perry,  who  was  of  French  descent,  and  who 
was  a cousin  of  Com.  Oliver  H.  Perry,  who  in 
1812  engaged  the  British  squadron  on  Lake 
Erie,  forcing  it  to  surrender.  Daniel  Stewart 
had  twelve  children,  nine  boys  and  two  girls 
besides  Susan. 

Mrs.  Sarah  Niblock  Clendening,  widow  of 
John  W.  Clendening,  is  living  at  this  date,  1921, 
at  the  age  of  eighty  years,  in  their  commodious 
Freeport  residence,  which  was  built  but  a few 
years  before  the  death  of  her  husband,  and  is 
given  every  possible  comfort  and  care  by  her 
son,  our  subject,  Oliver  Lentz. 

The  early  life  of  Oliver  Lentz  Clendening  was 
largely  spent  on  the  old  homestead  farm  of  320 
acres  of  excellent  pasture  land.  His  education 
was  acquired  at  the  common  schools  supple- 
mented by  a college  course  at  Oberlin  College. 
The  old  homestead  has  come  to  him  from  his 
father’s  estate,  and  he  continues  to  keep  the 
same  fully  stocked  in  much  the  same  manner 
followed  by  his  father.  He  is  a Presbyterian 
in  his  church  connection,  thus  following  the 
admonition  of  a saintly  mother.  The  Clenden- 
ing generations  have  been  democrats  in  their 
political  affiliations,  but  since  1896  John  W. 
Clendening  has  been  as  ardent  an  advocate  of 
republican  principles,  and  his  sons  are  follow- 
ing in  his  footsteps.

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Denver  C.  Clendening.  Some  of  the  best 
farms  in  Ohio  are  located  in  Harrison  County, 
for.  not  only  is  the  land  unusually  fertile  and 
the  drainage  excellent,  but  the  agriculturists 
understand  their  work  and  take  a pride  in  im- 
proving their  property,  with  the  result  that 
banner  crops  are  here  grown  and  the  land- 
owners  are  becoming  wealthy  men.  One  of  the 
prosperous  farmers  of  the  county  who  has 
proven  his  worth  as  a factor  in  its  agricul- 
tural life  and  also  as  a citizen,  is  Denver  C. 
Clendening  of  Freeport,  owner  of  238  acres  of 
valuable  land  in  Nottingham  Township. 

Mr.  Clendening  was  born  in  Nottingham 
Township.  November  3,  1875,  a son  of  I.  B.  and 
Sarah  (Wagers)  Clendening.  I.  B.  Clendening 
was  born  In  Jefferson  County,  Ohio.  April  4. 
1837,  and  his  wife  was  born  in  Franklin  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County,  Ohio,  February  11,  1836, 
a daughter  of  Nathan  Wagers.  Until  18115  I.  B. 
Clendenning  lived  on  his  farm  in  Nottingham 
Township,  but  in  that  year  moved  to  Freeport, 
and  resided  thereuntil  his  death,  which  occurred 
December  25,  1915.  His  wife  had  died  April 
6,  1909.  Both  were  devout  members  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  and  very  active  in 
religious  work.  Their  children  were  as  fol- 
lows: Edwin  M.,  who  was  born  October  1,  I860, 
died  January  9,  1889:  John  F.,  who  was  born 
December  30,  1860,  died  November  29.  1861; 
Otis  C.,  who  was  bom  September  20.  1863,  died 
February  20,  1866;  William,  who  was  bora  Sep- 
tember 28.  1865,  died  November  1,  1865:  Wilmer, 
who  was  born  November  21,  1866,  died  February 
22,  1867 : Earl,  who  was  born  May  21,  1868, 
died  April  9,  1908:  and  Denver  C.  who  is  the 
youngest  and  only  survivor. 

Denver  C.  Clendening  was  reared  on  his 
father’s  farm  and  sent  to  the  district  schools 
of  Nottingham  Township.  He  remained  with  his 
parents  as  long  as  they  lived  and  inherited  the 
homestead  of  238  acres  of  valuable  land  on 
which  he  is  carrying  on  general  farming  and 
stock-raising,  although  he  resides  at  Freeport. 
He  belongs  to  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Free- 
port. A Mason,  he  is  a member  of  the  Blue 
Lodge  of  Freeport  and  the  Chapter  of  Uhrichs- 
ville. 

Salathiel  M.  Hamilton.  With  a fine  farm 
of  380  acres,  in  Moorefield  Township.  Harrison 
County,  Mr.  Hamilton  has  secure  prestige  as 
one  of  the  substantial  and  representative  agri- 
culturists and  stock-growers  of  his  native 
county,  where  he  stands  also  as  a representa- 
tive of  a well  known  pioneer  family,  his  father, 
Andrew  Hamilton,  having  here  passed  his  en- 
tire life  and  having  been  a successful  farmer. 
He  was  in  the  very  prime  of  his  useful  man- 
hood at  the  time  of  his  death,  in  1805.  when 
his  son  Salathiel  L.  was  about  two  years  of  age. 
Andrew  Hamilton  chose  as  the  wife  of  his 
young  manhood  Miss  Maria  Kennedy,  who  was 
born  in  Moorefield  Township,  a daughter  of  Re- 
turn Matthew  Kennedy,  who  was  one  of  the 
honored  and  influential  citizens  of  Moorefield 
Township  at  the  time  of  his  death.  June  16, 
1888.  Mr.  Kennedy  was  born  at  Georgetown, 
District  of  Columbia.  March  15,  1803.  a son  of 
Matthew  and  Christina  (Hines)  Hamilton. 


whose  marriage  was  solemnized  in  the  District 
of  Columbia.  Matthew  Kennedy  was  bom  in 
Scotland,  in  1767,  and  was  there  reared  to  man- 
hood. He  was  a young  man  when  he  immi- 
grated to  America  and  he  remained  near  George- 
town, District  of  Columbia,  until  1806,  when 
he  came  with  his  family  to  Jefferson  County, 
Ohio,  whence  he  came  to  Harrison  County  in 
1811.  He  took  up  160  acres  of  Government 
land  in  Moorefield  Township,  and  in  1814  he 
removed  thence  to  a tract  of  320  acres  which 
he  entered  in  section  13  of  that  township. 
There  he  passed  the  remainder  of  his  life,  as 
one  of  the  sturdy  and  industrious  pioneers  of 
the  county  and  as  an  influential  representative 
of  the  democratic  party  in  this  locality.  He 
was  the  father  of  a fine  family  of  seventeen 
children,  of  whom  two  died  in  infancy. 

Return  Matthew  Kennedy  was  eight  years 
old  at  the  time  when  the  family  home  was 
established  in  Harrison  County,  where  he  was 
reared  to  manhood  under  the  conditions  of  the 
early  pioneer  period.  On  the  19th  of  February, 
1824,  he  married  Miss  Jane  Moore,  who  was 
born  September  20.  1792,  a daughter  of  Robert 
and  Margaret  (Armstrong)  Moore,  and  of  this 
union  were  born  six  children — Mary  A.,  How- 
ard, Robert,  Jackson,  Maria  and  Salathiel. 
Mary  A.  and  Howard  died  young.  About  1828 
Mr.  Kennedy  removed  to  Tuscarawas  County, 
but  in  1849  he  returned  to  Moorefield  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County,  where  he  passed  the 
remainder  of  his  life.  His  first  wife  died  Sep- 
tember 25.  1866,  and  later  he  married  Martha 
McCollough.  who  survived  him  by  several  years. 

Andrew  and  Maria  (Kennedy)  Hamilton  be- 
came the  parents  of  seven  children:  Matthew 
(deceased).  Rebecca  Jane  (died  at  the  age  of 
eleven  years).  Evelyne,  Robert.  Adam  (de- 
ceased). Salathiel  M.  and  Daniel.  After  the 
death  of  Mr.  Hamilton  his  widow  became  the 
wife  of  John  G.  Moore,  no  children  being  born 
of  this  union.  She  died  In  Kansas. 

Salathiel  M.  Hamilton  gained  his  youthful 
education  in  what  was  locally  known  as  the 
Irish  Ridge  District  School,  in  Moorefield 
Township,  and  as  a young  man  he  initiated 
independent  enterprise  as  a farmer  in  his  na- 
tive township.  Here  abundant  success  has 
crowned  his  well  directed  endeavors,  and  he 
is  now  the  owner  of  one  of  the  large  and  val- 
uable farm  properties  of  this  township,  as  noted 
in  the  opening  paragraph  of  this  review.  His 
birth  occurred  in  Moorefield  Township  on  the 
9th  of  December,  1862.  He  has  taken  loyal 
interest  in  community  affairs  but  has  had  no 
desire  for  public  office.  His  political  support 
is  given  to  the  democratic  party  and  he  and 
his  wife  are  members  of  the  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church  at  Moorefield. 

In  1884  Mr.  Hamilton  wedded  Miss  Ella  J. 
Moore,  daughter  of  Allen  D.  and  Mary  (Haines) 
Moore,  and  of  this  union  have  been  born  eleven 
children:  Evaline  (the  wife  of  Frank  Toole); 
Robert  A.  (married  Miss  Orpha  Abbott  and 
now  a resident  of  the  State  of  Oregon) ; How- 
ard M.  (mentioned  on  other  pages  of  this  vol- 
ume) : Ada  B.  (Mrs.  Hugh  A.  Sproull)  : Charles 
(married  Miss  Ollie  Knight)  : Harry  Craig 
(married  Miss  Anna  Dickerson);  Jennie  (wife 
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of  Sherman  W.  McKIbben)  ; Ernest  B. ; John 
W.  (died  when  about  two  years  of  age) ; Luella 
Bertha,  and  Oscar  Ross. 

Howard  M.  Hamilton  has  found  In  his  native 
county  ample  scope’  for  successful  achievement 
in  his  chosen  field  of  enterprise  and  is  one  of 
the  representative  farmers  of  the  younger  gen- 
eration in  Nottingham  Township,  Harrison 
County.  He  was  born  in  Moorefleld  Township, 
November  27,  1889,  and  due  review  of  the  fam- 
ily history  is  given  on  other  pages,  in  the 
sketch  of  the  career  of  his  father,  Salathiel  M. 
Hamilton. 

Mr.  Hamilton  early  became  familiar  with  the 
various  details  of  farm  industry,  in  the  mean- 
while profiting  fully  by  the  advantages  afforded 
in  the  district  schools  of  his  native  township, 
and  he  continued  to  be  associated  in  the  work 
of  the  home  farm  until  his  marriage,  April  20, 
1910,  to  Miss  Rosa  Hunt,  daughter  of  Daniel 
and  Nettie  (Shipley)  Hunt,  of  Moorefleld  Town- 
ship. During  the  first  year  after  his  marriage 
he  was  employed  at  public  work  in  the  county, 
and  since  that  time  has  given  his  attention  to 
progressive  enterprise  as  an  agriculturist  and 
stock-grower.  In  1916  he  purchased  his  pres- 
ent farm,  of  144  acres,  Nottingham  Township, 
and  on  the  same  he  has  since  made  excellent 
improvements,  including  the  erection  of  most 
of  the  farm  buildings. 

His  political  allegiance  is  given  to  the  demo- 
cratic party  and  he  is  a member  of  the  Metho- 
dist Episcopal  Church  at  Piedmont,  as  was  also 
his  wife,  who  passed  to  the  life  eternal  on  the 
14th  of  March,  1919.  They  became  the  parents 
of  four  children,  the  second  of  whom  died  on 
the  3d  of  March,  1919,  aged  six  years,  his 
mother’s  death  occurring  only  eleven  days  later. 
The  surviving  children  are  Albert  Ross,  May 
and  Mary.  On  March  30,  1920,  Mr.  Hamilton 
was  married  to  Elsie  Johnson,  daughter  of 
Henry  and  Jane  (Barcroft)  Johnson,  of  Not- 
tingham Township. 

John  W.  Shotwell.  Experience  has  taught 
a number  of  the  prosperous  men  of  Carroll 
County  that  there  is  profit  in  farming,  and 
they  are  devoting  their  energies  and  abilities 
to  this  line  of  work.  One  of  them  deserving 
of  more  than  passing  mention  because  of  what 
he  has  accomplished  is  John  W.  Shotwell  of 
Union  Township,  whose  valuable  farm  of  212 
acres  stands  as  a monument  to  his  good  manage- 
ment and  energy.  Mr.  Shotwell  was  bom  in 
this  same  township  February  27,  1870,  a son 
of  James  and  Mary  Ann  (McCray)  Shotwell, 
natives  of  Tuscarawas  County,  Ohjo,  and  Penn- 
sylvania, respectively,  and  grandson  of  Jacob 
and  Mary  (Carlysle)  Shotwell.  the  latter  of 
whom  was  bom  in  Pennsylvania.  After  their 
marriage  James  Shotwell  and  his  wife  settled 
in  the  northern  part  of  Union  Township,  and 
remained  in  Carroll  County  all  of  their  lives. 
He  died  as  the  result  of  an  accident  when  he 
fell  out  of  the  bam  in  February,  1910,  and 
was  survived  by  his  widow,  who  passed  away 
in  August,  1919.  Their  children  were  as  fol- 
lows: Winfield  Scott,  who  is  a resident  of  Mon- 
roe Township ; H.  Mary,  who  Is  deceased ; Flor- 


ence, who  Is  Mrs.  Thomas  J.  Davis,  of  Carroll- 
ton, Ohio;  Ella,  who  is  Mrs.  Charles  Rutledge, 
of  Lee  Township;  John  W.,  whose  name  heads 
this  review ; Bertha,  who  is  Mrs.  John  E. 
Smeltz,  of  Lee  Township;  Anna  B.,  who  is 
Mrs.  E.  C.  Herron,  of  Harrison  Township;  Sada 
B.,  who  is  Mrs.  I.  B.  Phillips,  of  Cleveland, 
Ohio ; and  Sarah  Edna,  who  is  Mrs  John  Ellen- 
berger,  of  Dayton,  Pennsylvania. 

John  W.  Shotwell  attended  the  district 
schools  of  his  native  township  and  took  a nine- 
months’  course  at  the  Ohio  Northern  University 
at  Ada,  Ohio,  and  then  from  1889  until  1898 
was  engaged  in  teaching  school  during  the  win- 
ter months,  in  the  meanwhile  living  on  the 
homestead  of  eighty-three  acres,  of  which  he 
owned  thirty  acres.  In  1910  he  bought  ninety- 
two  acres  of  his  present  farm,  to  which  he  has 
added  until  he  now  has  212  acres,  on  which  he 
is  carrying  on  general  farming  and  stock-rais- 
ing. Taking  as  he  does  a great  pride  in  his 
property,  he  is  constantly  improving  it  and  has 
one  of  the  fine  farms  of  Carroll  County. 

On  June  1,  1895,  Mr.  Shotwell  was  married  to 
Rosa  J.  McCort  who  was  bor  nin  Missouri,  a 
daughter  of  Hugh  and  Margery  (Fawcett) 
McCort,  natives  of  Ireland  and  Carroll  County, 
respectively.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Shotwell  became  the 
parents  of  the  following  children:  Ruby,  who 
is  Mrs.  Roy  C.  Orwick,  of  Carroll  County ; Mary, 
who  is  Mrs.  Okey  German,  of  Monroe  Town- 
ship; Fay,  who  is  Mrs.  Lorin  Marshall,  of 
Washington  Township;  James  and  John,  twins, 
who  are  at  home;  and  Lynn,  who  is  also  at 
home.  Mr.  Shotwell  is  a consistent  member 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  He  is  a 
republican,  and  served  for  eight  years  as  a 
member  of  the  School  Board.  Believing  in  the 
efficacy  of  co-operation,  he  belong  to  the  Grange 
at  Petersburg,  and  is  one  of  its  active  factors. 
An  excellent  farmer,  good  business  man  and 
dependable  citizen,  Mr.  Shotwell  has  fairly 
earned  his  present  standing  in  his  community. 

George  W.  Gotschall,  owner  of  a very  valu- 
able farm  of  eighty-eight  acres  of  land  in  Cen- 
ter Township,  is  one  of  the  representative  men 
of  Carroll  County.  He  was  born  in  Louden 
Township,  this  county,  June  26,  1862>  a son  of 
Ell  and  Malinda  (Tingling)  Gotschall,  and 
grandson  of  George  Gotschall,  a pioneer  of 
Carroll  County,  who  married  a Miss  Albaugh, 
and  they  had  four  sons  and  one  daughter,  the 
former  all  becoming  farmers.  The  grandfather 
Tingling  came  to  Carroll  County  from  Tus- 
carawas County,  Ohio,  married  Mary  Burler, 
and  they  had  five  daughters  and  one  son.  Eli 
Gotschall  attended  the  public  schools  of  Har- 
lem Springs,  Ohio,  and  became  a farmer.  His 
death  occurred  at  Simmons  Ridge,  Carroll 
County,  in  1904,  but  his  widow  survives  him  and 
is  living  at  Amsterdam,  Ohio.  They  had  ten 
children,  and  of  them  George  W.  Gotschall  was 
the  fourth  in  order  of  birth. 

Like  the  majority  of  the  farmers’  sons  of 
his  day  and  locality  George  W.  Gotschall  went 
to  the  rural  schools  during  the  winter  months 
and  worked  on  the  farm  In  the  summer  ones, 
and  grew  up  on  the  homestead,  where  he  re- 
mained until  he  was  twenty-four  years  of  age. 
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On  December  22,  1887,  he  was  married  to  Essie 
Ann  Brown,  a daughter  of  David  and  Eliza  J. 
(Long)  Brown,  Of  Loudon  Township,  and  of 
English  stock.  The  grandfather  of  Mrs.  Got- 
schall,  Henry  Brown,  came  to  Loudon  Town- 
ship from  Georgetown,  Maryland.  He  married 
Sarah  Shephard,  who  died  in  1909,  having  sur- 
vived her  husband  for  many  years,  he  having 
been  killed  in  an  accident  when  only  thirty- 
seven  years  old. 

After  his  marriage  Mr.  Gotschall  rented  a 
small  farm  and  was  engaged  in  a teaming 
business  in  Lee  Township,  where  he  remained 
for  a year,  and  then  moved  to  Louden  Town- 
ship and  operated  the  homestead  and  continued 
doing  the  teaming  for  a time.  Still  later  he 
rented  a farm  of  140  acres  in  the  same  town- 
ship and  conducted  it  for  five  years.  He  then 
moved  to  Center  Township,  and  from  1906  to 
1908  rented  the  Huston  farm.  At  the  expira- 
tion of  three  years  he  rented  134  acres  of  land, 
and  after  two  years  bought  eighty-eight  acres 
of  it,  which  land  constitutes  his  present  farm, 
upon  which  he  has  since  made  a number  of 
improvements.  He  raises  a general  line  of 
crops,  but  specializes  on  dairying  and  has  a 
herd  of  twenty-five  Jersey  cows. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Gotschall  became  the  parents 
of  the  following  children:  Laura,  who  is  at 
home;  Ola  B.,  who  is  Mrs.  David  Smith,  of 
Carrollton,  and  has  three  children,  Pearl,  Moine 
and  Maxine;  Mary  Florence,  who  is  at  home; 
George  Frederick,  * who  is  assisting  his  father 
on  the  farm,  was  drafted  for  service  during  the 
great  war,  but  the  armistice  was  signed  before 
he  was  called;  Forrest  Herbert  and  Raymond 
Clark,  both  of  whom  are  at  home.  Both  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Gotschall  are  strong  republicans,  and 
exercise  their  right  of  suffrage.  The  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  of  Carrollton  has  in  them 
earnest,  purposeful  workers  and  members.  While 
they  have  attained  success  in  a material  way 
they  have  acquired  something  more  important 
than  the  mere  accumulation  of  money,  the  re- 
spect and  friendship  of  those  with  whom  they 
are  associated,  and  are  justly  numbered  among 
the  worth-while  people  of  Carroll  County. 

Adam  Beameb.  Inheriting  his  love  of  farm- 
ing, Adam  Beamer  is  making  a success  of  his 
life  work  and  owns  127  acres  of  very  valuable 
land  in  Harrison  Township,  where  he  makes 
his  home.  His  grandfather  on  the  paternal  side 
came  to  Monroe  Township,  Carroll  County,  from 
Maryland  at  a very  early  day.  He  married  a 
Miss  Stoody,  and  they  had  ten  children,  of 
whom  Philip  Beamer,  the  father  of  Adam 
Beamer,  was  the  eldest.  Later  on  in  life  the 
grandfather  moved  to  Owen  County,  Indiana, 
where  he  died  in  about  1860,  his  wife  having 
died  In  1852.  All  his  life  he  was  a farmer. 
He  was  a soldier  in  the  War  of  1812. 

Philip  Beamer  was  also  a prosperous  farmer 
of  Monroe  Township.  He  died  March  17,  1871, 
and  his  wife,  whose  name  was  Sarah  Eick  be- 
fore her  marriage,  passed  away  April  1.  1899. 

Adam  Beamer  was  born  in  Monroe  Township 
in  1853  and  was  the  eldest  of  the  children  of 
his  parents.  He  attended  the  public  schools  at 
Atwood,  Ohio,  until  he  was  eleven  years  old, 


after  which  he  was  a student  of  Valley  Hall 
School  No.  3,  Harrison  Township,  until  he  was 
eighteen  years  of  age,  and  during  that  time 
assisted  in  the  farm  work. 

When  he  was  twenty-seven  years  old  Mr. 
Beamer  was  married  to  Ruth  Ann  Scott,  a 
daughter  of  William  C.  and  Mary  (Scott) 
Scott,  of  Tabor  County,  Ohio,  the  cereaony 
taking  place  on  September  14,  1880.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Beamer  became  the  parents  of  the  follow- 
ing children:  William  C.,  who  lives  at  Canton, 
Ohio,  married  Alvina  Beider,  and  they  have  one 
child,  Katherine;  Shrah  Isabelle,  who  Is  at 
home;  Mary,  who  is  a school-teacher  of  Can- 
ton, Ohio;  Alice,  who  married  Archibald  Krohe, 
of  Harrison  Township,  and  has  no  children; 
and  John  Wallace,  who  died  February  5,  1893, 
when  three  months  old. 

After  his  marriage  Mr.  Beamer  moved  to  his 
present  farm  and  here  he  has  since  been  en- 
gaged in  general  farming  with  very  gratifying 
results.  He  takes  great  pride  in  his  place  and 
carries  on  his  operations  in  a thoroughly  effi- 
cient manner.  Active  as  a republican,  he  was 
elected  a school  director  of  his  township  three 
times,  and  has  served  as  road  superintendent 
for  fifteen  years.  The  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Dellroy,  Ohio,  holds  his  membership  and  he  is 
an  elder  in  it.  In  addition  to  his  other  Inter- 
ests Mr.  Beamer  Is  a stockholder  in  the  Farm- 
ers Exchange  of  Carrollton.  He  Is  a man  who 
has  always  been  in  favor  of  the  public  schools, 
good  roads  and  other  improvements,  and  rec- 
ognizes the  fact  that  no  community  can  grow 
unless  its  people  are  public-spirited  enough  to 
make  an  effort  to  keep  it  abreast  of  the  times. 
Both  as  a farmer  and  public  official  Mr.  Beamer 
has  borne  his  part  in  the  expansion  of  his 
neighborhood,  and  deserves  the  confidence  he 
inspires  among  his  associates. 

Winfield  Scott  Smith.  Prominently  asso- 
ciated with  the  representative  farmers  of  Car- 
roll  County.  Winfield  Scott  Smith  owns  138 
acres  of  land  in  Center  Township  and  220  acres 
in  Harrison  Township,  160  of  which  is  owned 
in  partnership  with  his  son,  and  he  is  a man 
of  ample  means  and  flourishing  Interests.  He 
was  born  in  Union  Township,  Carroll  County, 
May  15,  1865,  a son  of  Perry  Andrew  and  Mary 
(Parker)  Smith.  The  paternal  grandfather 
married  a Miss  Gartrell,  and  they  had  six  chil- 
dren, of  whom  Perry  A.  Smith  was  the  only 
son.  The  latter  was  always  engaged  in  farm- 
ing, and  died  on  his  farm  in  1897,  but  his  widow 
survived  him  until  1916,  when  she,  too,  passed 
away.  Of  their  four  children  Winfield  Scott 
Smith  was  the  youngest. 

After  attending  the  country  schools  In  Orange 
Township  and  that  held  In  what  was  known  as 
Smith’s  schoolhouse  during  the  winter  terms 
until  he  was  eighteen  years  old  Winfield  Scott 
Smith  worked  on  the  home  farm  until  his 
marriage,  when  he  bought  fifty-seven  acres  of 
land  in  Orange  Township  and  operated  it  for 
five  years.  Moving  to  Harrison  Township  at 
the  end  of  five  years,  he  rented  177  acres  for 
eighteen  months,  and  then  came  to  his  present 
farm  in  Center  Township,  which  then  comprised 
sixty-five  acres.  Having  faith  in  the  farm  land 
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in  Carroll  County  he  bought  sixty- two  acres  in 
Harrison  Township,  to  which  he  added  more 
land,  and  is  now  kept  busy  operating  all  his 
acreage,  doing  general  farming  and  stock-rais- 
ing upon  his  land. 

A republican,  he  was  elected  on  his  party 
ticket  supervisor  of  Center  Township,  and  was 
re-elected  several  times.  Mr.  Smith  was  mar- 
ried to  Lucinda  M.  Cogan,  a daughter  of  Henry 
and  Mary  (Easterday)  Cogan,  of  Cleveland, 
Ohio.  Mrs.  Cogan  is  dead,  but  Mr.  Cogan  sur- 
vives. Mrs.  Smith  was  the  second  child  born 
to  her  parents.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Smith  became  the 
parents  of  three  children,  namely;  Clenton  A., 
who  is  the  eldest;  Virgil  Lewis,  who  was 
drafted  into  the  United  States  Army  during  the 
great  war;  and  Mary  Vivian,  who  is  the  young- 
est. While  Mr.  Smith  has  attained  to  a large 
measure  of  prosperity,  he  has  not  made  this 
progress  without  working  very  hard,  practicing 
thrift  and  using  good  judgment  in  making  in- 
vestments. When  he  served  on  the  county 
board  it  was  his  constant  endeavor  to  act  and 
induce  his  colleagues  to  do  likewise.  Just  as 
though  he  were  carrying  out  a private  invest- 
ment so  as  to  give  the  taxpayers  the  benefit 
of  the  same  sound  principles  which  had  proven 
so  valuable  to  him.  As  a result  his  services 
were  requested  for  the  same  office  by  his  fellow 
citizens  at  the  polls.  He  is  a member  of  the 
Grange. 

Alvah  Otis  Hoobler  is  one  of  the  solid 
American  citizens  of  Carroll  County  and  has 
gained  his  independent  circumstances  as  the 
result  of  many  years  of  studious  devotion  to 
the  vocation  of  farming.  He  lives  in  Rose 
Township,  where  he  has  a well  improved  farm 
of  sixty-two  acres. 

He  was  born  in  Harrison  Township  of  the 
same  county  October  9,  1868,  oldest  son  in  a 
family  of  two  daughters  and  three  sons  born 
to  Adam  and  Rebecca  (Little)  Hoobler.  His 
grandfather  was  William  Hoobler,  who  came 
to  Carroll  County  from  Jefferson  County,  and 
lived  out  his  life  in  Rose  Township,  where  he 
died  in  1892.  He  was  the  father  of  five  sons 
and  four  daughters.  Adam  Hoobler  was  bom 
in  Jefferson  County  and  has  spent  his  active 
life  in  Harrison  and  Rose  township,  where  he 
still  owns  100  acres  of  farm  land.  For  a num- 
ber of  years  he  operated  threshing  outfits  and 
saw  mills. 

Alvah  Otis  Hoobler  acquired  his  education  in 
the  Willow  Run  School  of  Harrison  Township, 
and  after  the  age  of  fifteen  in  the  Hoffey 
School.  Like  most  other  boys  in  the  country, 
he  attended  during  winter  session  and  had  a 
round  of  duties  on  the  home  farm  the  rest  of 
the  time. 

Mr.  Hoobler  remained  at  home  and  assisted 
his  parents  until  1892,  when  he  married  Ada 
Roof,  daughter  of  Frederick  and  Sarah  (Tru- 
sell)  Roof,  of  Monroe  Township.  This  Is  one 
of  the  pioneer  families  of  Carroll  County.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Hoobler  had  two  children.  The  daugh- 
ter. Zana  May,  Is  the  wife  of  Jerry  Baxter,  of 
Dellroy.  and  has  two  young  children,  Earl 
Lloyd,  born  in  1916,  and  Chester  Wayne,  born 
in  1919.  The  only  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hoobler 


is  an  ex-service  man,  Lloyd  Clark,  bom  in  1897. 
Just  after  he  reached  his  majority  he  enlisted 
in  Carrollton  in  1918,  was  trained  at  Camp 
Sherman,  at  first  as  a private  in  the  infantry 
but  after  a month  or  two  was  transferred  to 
Company  G of  the  First  Gas  Regiment  and  re- 
ceived his  honorable  discharge  as  a first  class 
private  in  the  Ninety-fifth  Regiment  December 
15,  1918.  He  is  now  a member  of  American 
Legion  Post  No.  475  at  Dellroy. 

After  his  marriage  Mr.  Hoobler  began  his 
career  as  a renter,  handling  the  James  Little 
farm  of  ninety-five  acres  in  Rose  Township  for 
two  years.  In  1894  he  bought  his  present  farm 
and  there  he  has  worked  and  reared  his  family 
and  made  himself  a factor  in  local  affairs.  He 
is  an  independent  democrat  in  politics. 

Louis  J.  Gottsman,  one  of  the  practical 
farmers  of  Carroll  County,  is  profitably  engaged 
in  operating  his  valuable  farm  of  157  acres  in 
Rose  Townshp.  He  was  born  in  Alsace,  France, 
September  11,  1863,  a son  of  Jacob  and  Julia 
(Simon)  Gottsman,  of  German-French  stock. 
While  the  greater  number  of  the  members  of 
the  family  were  agriculturists,  Jacob  Gotts- 
man  was  a weaver  of  cloth.  He  and  his  wife 
had  the  following  children:  Julia,  who  is  Mrs. 
Alfred  Dedre,  of  Paris,  France,  has  two  chil- 
dren ; Elizabeth,  who  died  at  the  age  of  forty 
years,  was  a resident  of  Alsace;  and  Louis  J., 
who  was  the  youngest.  Jacob  Gottsman  died  in 
1891,  in  his  home  town  in  Alsace,  but  his  widow 
survived  him  until  1913,  when  she  passed  away, 
having  reached  the  venerable  age  of  ninety-one 
yea  rs. 

Growing  up  in  his  native  province,  Louis  J. 
Gottsman  attended  the  public  schools  until  he 
was  fourteen  years  old.  He  was  then  ap- 
prenticed to  the  saddlery  trade,  and  for  the 
first  three  years  received  no  remuneration,  not 
even  his  board.  For  two  years  more  he  worked 
to  complete  his  apprenticeship,  going  to  Paris, 
France,  for  this  purpose,  and  left  Paris  at  the 
age  of  nineteen  years  for  Antwerp,  Belgium. 
In  May,  1884,  he  landed  in  New  York  City,  from 
whence  he  came  to  Rose  Township,  Carroll 
County,  Ohio,  and  until  1890  worked  as  a farm 
hand  on  different  farms.  In  that  year  he  mar- 
ried, and  then  he  and  his  wife  operated  a farm 
for  another  party  during  the  succeeding  seven 
years,  saving  their  money  until  they  were  able 
in  the  spring  of  1899  to  buy  their  present  farm, 
then  comprising  eighty  acres.  In  1916  they 
added  thirty-eight  and  one-half  acres,  and  in 
the  spring  of  1917  bought  thirty-six  acres  more, 
so  that  they  have  today  157  acres,  which  their 
industry  has  developed  into  a very  valuable  and 
productive  property.  Here  they  are  carrying  on 
general  farming. 

In  1890  Mr.  Gottsman  was  married  to  Mag- 
dalena Steinbach.  a daughter  of  Francis  and 
Mona  (Wilner)  Steinbach,  of  Rose  Township. 
Mr.  Gottsman  and  his  wife  became  the  parents 
of  the  following  children:  Frank  Jacob,  who 
married  Catherine  Motter,  of  Rose  Township, 
but  has  no  children;  Charles  Augustus,  who  is 
at  home;  James  Harvey;  Herman  Louis;  Victor 
Raymond,  and  Eugene  Valentine,  who  died  at 
the  age  of  nine  months  in  the  fall  of  1899. 
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Since  receiving  his  papers  of  naturalization 
Mr.  Gottsman  has  voted  the  republican  ticket 
and  has  been  honored  by  his  fellow  citizens  by 
election  to  the  office  of  township  trustee  of  Rose 
Township  upon  two  occasions,  and  to  that  of 
school  director.  He  and  his  family  belong  to 
Saint  Mary's  Catholic  Church.  During  the  late 
war  Mr.  Gottsman’s  sons  Charles  and  James 
were  drafted  for  service  and  called  to  the  colors 
in  1917.  They  left  Carrollton  and  went  to- 
gether to  Camp  Sherman,  Ohio,  from  which 
James  was  sent  to  Camp  Forrest,  was  assigned 
to  Company  L,  Eleventh  Infantry,  Fifth  Di- 
vision, as  a first-class  private,  and  was  sent 
to  France  in  April,  1918,  on  the  Leviathan  to 
Havre.  From  there  he  was  sent  to  Nancy  in 
Alsace,  and  saw  service  in  the  Saint  Mihlel  and 
Argonne  offensives,  and  participated  in  engage- 
ments of  less  moment.  After  the  armistice  was 
signed  he  was  sent  to  Coblenz  as  one  of  the 
Army  of  Occupation,  and  still  later  to  Luxem- 
burg. Finally  he  was  returned  to  Alsace,  and 
was  sent  home  July  5,  1919,  uninjured  in  spite 
of  his  long  and  active  service.  The  other  son, 
Charles,  remained  at  Camp  Sherman  until  May. 
1918,  in  Supply  Company,  Three  Hundred  and 
Thirty-second  Regiment,  Eighty-third  Division, 
and  was  then  sent  overseas  to  England,  and 
thence  to  France,  where  he  saw  service,  follow- 
ing which  he  was  sent  to  Italy.  Frank  Gotts- 
man was  sent  to  Camp  Sherman  May  26,  1918, 
ns  a member  of  Company  C,  One  Hundred  and 
Thirty-eighth  Infantry,  Thirty-fifth  Division, 
and  was  sent  to  France,  where  he  was  in  the 
commissary  department.  He  was  slightly 
gassed  while  driving  a supply  wagon  to  the  fir- 
ing line  trenches.  He  was  returned  home  in 
May,  1919. 

Mr.  Gottsman  is  a hard  worker  and  thrifty, 
and  he  and  his  wife  richly  deserve  the  pros- 
perity which  has  come  to  them,  for  they  have 
earned  it.  He  is  recognized  as  a good  citizen, 
and  a man  worthy  the  confidence  of  all  with 
whom  he  does  business. 

Sidney  Sheppard  Gallatin.  Though  he  had 
to  fight  life’s  battles  alone  from  the  age  of 
fourteen,  Sidney  Sheppard  Gallatin  early  took 
his  place  as  a man  among  men  in  Carroll 
County,  where  he  is  known  for  his  upright  and 
industrious  character,  and  his  successful  opera- 
tions as  a farmer  and  horticulturist.  His  valu- 
able farm  of  206  acres  is  in  Rose  Township,  on 
rural  route  No.  1 out  of  Sherrodsville. 

He  was  bom  in  East  Huntington  Township. 
Westmoreland  County,  Pennsylvania,  April  24, 
1866,  a son  of  Albert  W.  and  Anne  (Sheppard) 
Gallatin,  and  is  descended  from  Albert  Gallatin, 
who  came  from  Geneva,  Switzerland,  was  an 
officer  in  General  Washington’s  army  during  the 
Revolution,  and  was  an  engineer  by  profession. 
He  laid  out  the  City  of  Geneva,  Ohio,  and  sur- 
vey ed  many  extensive  tracts  of  land  in  northern 
Ohio.  His  son,  Abraham  Alphonse  Gallatin, 
was  for  many  years  a Mississippi  River  pilot. 
His  son,  Daniel  Gallatin,  the  next  in  line  of 
descent,  and  grandfather  of  Sidney  S.  Gallatin, 
spent  his  life  as  a farmer  in  Westmoreland 
County,  Pennsylvania,  where  he  died  in  1852. 
His  second  wife  was  Jane  Montgomery,  of  Pitts- 


burgh, who  became  the  mother  of  nine  children, 
including  Albert  W.  Albert  W.  Gallatin  was  a 
soldier  of  the  Civil  war,  being  company  clerk 
of  Company  B of  the  One  Hundred  Forty-sec- 
ond Pennsylvania  Infantry,  and  was  with  Gen- 
eral McClellan’s  army  in  the  Richmond  cam- 
paign. After  the  war  he  farmed,  was  also  a 
teacher,  and  died  September  28,  1918.  His  wife 
died  in  May,  1913. 

Oldest  of  a family  of  five  sons  and  three 
daughters  Sidney  Sheppard  Gallatin  acquired 
most  of  his  education  in  Rose  Township  of 
Carroll  County.  At  the  age  of  fourteen  he 
began  to  earn  his  own  living,  and  his  subsequent 
education  was  paid  for  out  of  his  own  efforts, 
and  he  continued  to  attend  school  in  winter 
sessions  until  he  was  twenty-one.  When  he  was 
eighteen  years  of  age  he  hired  out  to  George 
Jameson,  of  Rose  Township,  as  a farm  hand 
at  an  agreed  upon  wage  of  a hundred  dollars 
a year.  Two  years  later  he  took  the  hand  of 
his  employer’s  daughter  in  marriage,  Minerva 
Jameson,  and  she  is  a daughter  of  George  and 
Emma  (Williams)  Jameson.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Gallatin  have  four  children : Oliver  Bowman, 
born  in  1888,  married  Elna  Scarlott,  of  Rose 
Township,  and  their  three  children  are  Lester 
Sheppard,  Iva  Irene  and  Pearl.  George  Albert 
Gallatin,  born  in  1890,  married  Lucy  Gilmore, 
of  Atwood,  Ohio.  Charles  R.  Gallatin,  born  in 
1895,  married  Mary  B.  Price,  of  Canton.  The 
fourth  and  youngest  child  is  Miss  Effle  Pearl, 
still  at  home  with  her  parents. 

Mr.  Gallatin’s  extensive  farm  of  over  200 
acres  is  part  of  the  old  Jameson  homestead, 
where  members  of  that  family  have  lived  since 
1815.  Originally  the  estate  comprised  320 
acres,  and  the  title  to  it  rests  upon  a Govern- 
ment deed  written  on  parchment  and  now  more 
than  a hundred  years  old.  Mr.  Gallatin  has 
done  general  and  diversified  farming  and  has 
also  been  one  of  the  leading  apple  growers  of 
the  county  and  still  has  a large  orchard  of  fine 
trees.  He  is  Independent  In  politics.  At  one 
time  he  was  candidate  for  county  commissioner, 
and  he  was  elected  and  served  two  terms  as 
township  treasurer.  He  is  a charter  member  of 
the  National  (Grange  at  Atwood  and  a member 
of  the  Methodist  Church. 

William  Galbbeath  Hebron.  Having  de- 
voted his  life  to  agricultural  pursuits,  William 
Galbreath  Herron,  of  Harrison  Township,  is 
recognized  as  one  of  the  leading  farmers  of 
Carroll  County.  He  is  conducting  the  208  acre 
farm  owned  by  him  and  his  brothers,  which  is 
one  of  the  best  rural  properties  In  this  region. 
Mr.  Herron  was  born  in  Monroe  Township  July 
10.  1862,  a son  of  Robert  Power  and  Rachel 
(Galbreath)  Herron,  who  came  of  Irish  and 
Scotch  stock.  The  history  of  the  Herron  fam- 
ily In  America  dates  back  to  Charles  Herron, 
who  came  here  from  Ireland  during  the  eight- 
eenth century  and  settled  at  Cannonsburg, 
Pennsylvania,  but  he  died  in  Washington 
County,  Pennsylvania,  September  27,  1818.  The 
first  name  of  his  wife  was  Anna,  and  she  died 
at  Cannon sburg,  Pennsylvania,  November  14, 
1803.  Their  children,  all  of  whom  were  born 
in  Ireland,  were  as  follows:  James,  Robert, 
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Margaret  and  Wiliam.  After  the  death  of  his 
first  wife  Charles  Herron  was  married  to  a 
lady  whose  first  name  was  Bridget  The  Her- 
rons, however,  trace  still  further  back  In  their 
family  record  than  Charles  Herron,  for  the 
Herrons  were  found  In  Rouen,  France,  at  a 
very  early  date,  and  went  to  England  in  1066, 
at  the  time  of  the  Norman  conquest  of  that 
country  by  William  of  Normandy.  Representa- 
tives of  the  family  spread  out  into  Scotland 
and  Ireland. 

James  Herron,  a son  of  Charles  Herron,  was 
born  In  County  Tyrone,  Ireland,  In  1756,  and 
came  to  America  later  on  in  the  eighteenth 
century.  On  October  7,  1784,  he  was  married 
to  Rachel  Reed,  who  died  May  15,  1821,  he 
surviving  her  until  November  22,  1822,  when 
he  passed  away  in  Washington  County,  Penn- 
sylvania. Their  children  were  as  follows: 
Charles,  John  I.,  William,  James,  Robert,  John 
II,  Joseph,  Thomas,  Samuel  and  Rachel. 

Of  the  above  family,  William  Herron  was 
the  grandfather  of  William  Galbreath  Herron, 
of  whom  we  write,  and  he  married  Mary 
Powers,  a daughter  of  Robert  Powers.  After 
his  marriage  Wiliam  Herron  moved  from  Wash- 
ington County,  Pennsylvania,  to  Holliday’s 
Cove,  Brooks  County,  Virginia,  now  in  West 
Virginia,  but  in  1827  moved  to  Cumberland, 
Tuscarawas  County,  Ohio,  where  he  died  De- 
cember 17,  1848,  his  widow  surviving  him  until 
March  12,  1875.  Their  children  were  as  fol- 
lows: James  P.,  Elyaser,  Robert,  Margaret, 
Charles,  Joseph  B.  and  Rachel. 

Robert  Herron,  father  of  William  G.  Herron, 
was  bora  at  Holliday’s  Cove,  West  Virginia, 
September  4,  1830,  but  was  taken  to  New  Cum- 
berland, Tuscarawas  Countv.  Ohio,  and  was 
there  reared  to  manhood.  In  1864  he  traveled 
by  wagon  to  Atwood,  Monroe  County,  Ohio,  and 
later  on  established  himself  as  a farmer  and 
stock-raiser  near  Carrollton.  He  married  Ra- 
chel Palmer  Galbreath,  and  they  became  the 
parents  of  the  following  children:  William  G., 
Robert  Randall,  and  infant  who  died  In  1866, 
at  the  age  of  six  months;  James  Lawson,  who 
died  March  14,  1878;  Calmet;  Sedgewich,  of 
Chester,  West  Virginia,  who  married  Lena 
Gamble;  Elroy  C.,  and  Joseph  Glenn,  a teacher 
at  Malvern,  Ohio. 

An  uncle  of  William  G.  Herron,  Joseph  B. 
Herron,  served  in  Company  H,  Ninety-eighth 
Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  during  the  war  be- 
tween the  two  sections  of  the  country.  During 
the  battle  of  Perry ville,  Kentucky,  October  8, 
1862,  he  received  a gunshot  wound  which  re- 
ceived no  attention  from  Wednesday,  when  it 
was  received,  until  Saturday,  when  he  was  sent 
to  a hospital  at  Louisville,  Kentucky.  On  ac- 
count of  this  unavoidable  neglect  and  the  sever- 
ity of  his  injury  he  was  honorably  discharged 
for  disability,  and  was  attached  to  the  Smith- 
sonian Institute  at  Washington,  District  of 
Columbia.  After  the  death  of  President  Gar- 
field, Mr.  Herron  was  selected  as  one  of  the 
guards  of  honor  of  the  funeral  cortege  from 
Washington  to  Cleveland,  Ohio.  Joseph  B. 
Herron  died  in  April,  1882. 

William  G.  Herron  attended  the  Valley  Hall 
School  until  he  reached  his  majority,  during 


which  period  he  had  made  himself  useful  on 
the  homestead,  and  he  was  then  afforded  the 
educational  advantages  offered  by  the  Carroll- 
ton High  School  for  two  fall  and  winter  terms. 
Returning  to  the  farm,  he  has  made  his  home 
upon  it  ever  since,  carrying  on  general  farming 
in  conjunction  with  his  brothers,  their  property 
being  one  of  the  best  in  the  neighborhood.  The 
homestead  originally  comprised  ninety-seven 
acres,  but  they  have  increased  it  to  its  present 
size  of  208  acres.  William  G.  Herron  belongs 
to  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  of  Carroll- 
ton, and  he  has  been  an  elder  of  it  since  1888. 
He  is  a republican,  but  aside  from  exercising 
ms  right  of  suffrage  does  not  participate  in 
public  life.  In  addition  to  his  interest  in  the 
farm  Mr.  Herron  is  a stockholder  of  the  Farm- 
ers Excnange  at  Carrollton.  He  is  not  married. 

Robert  Randall  Herron,  a brother  of  William 
G.  Herron,  was  born  in  June,  1864,  and  he,  too, 
makes  his  home  on  the  farm,  having  never  mar- 
ried. Another  brother,  Elroy  Herron,  also  liv- 
ing on  the  home  farm,  is  a school-teacher  at 
Cold  Spring  Run,  Carroll  County.  He  married 
Belle  fchotweli,  a daughter  of  James  W.  and 
Alary  Ann  (McCray)  JShotwell,  of  Union  Town- 
ship, in  1901,  and  they  have  two  children,  Mary 
neien  ana  John  Wendell.  Elroy  Herron  has 
had  charge  of  his  present  school  for  twelve 
years,  and  has  been  a school-teacher  since  1897, 
av  that  many  of  the  young  men  and  women  of 
the  county  have  been  under  his  instruction  at 
one  time  or  another.  He  and  his  wife  are 
members  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church. 

The  record  of  an  old-fashioned  American 
family  like  the  Herrons  is  an  interesting  one, 
and  those  possessing  it  have  every  reason  to  be 
proud  of  their  ancestry.  The  majority  of  the 
Herrons  have  been  agriculturists,  taking  pride 
in  developing  valuable  farms,  and  all  of  them 
have  been  earnest,  purposeful  men,  upright  in 
their  dealings  and  devoted  in  their  service  te 
church  and  country. 

Wilson  Edoab  Wherby  Is  a farmer  of  Carroll 
County  who  is  demonstrating  on  his  farm  of 
186  acres  in  Harrison  Township  that  farming 
is  an  industry  which  requires  the  best  of  atten- 
tion and  skilled  knowledge  to  make  it  a paying 
business.  His  experiments  are  watched  with 
Interest  and  his  results  are  used  by  his  neigh- 
bors in  their  operations.  He  was  bom  on  his 
present  farm  August  9,  1868,  a son  of  Jackson 
and  Margaret  Ann  (Foraker)  Wherry,  and 
grandson  of  Joseph  Wherry,  a native  of  Wash- 
ington County,  Pennsylvania,  who  married  a 
Miss  Gardner,  and  with  her  came  to  Harrison 
Township,  Carroll  County,  Ohio.  They  had  two 
sons,  Adam  and  Deams,  when  they  came  to 
Harrison  Township,  and  the  homestead  then 
comprised  160  acres  of  land.  He  bought  this 
farm  from  a Mr.  Reed,  who  had  obtained  it 
from  the  Government,  and  the  sale  was  made 
November  21,  1821.  Joseph  Wherry  lived  on 
this  farm  until  his  death,  which  occurred  in 
1875,  and  two  years  later  his  wife  passed  away. 
Five  children  were  born  to  them  after  they 
came  to  this  farm,  making  seven  in  all,  and  of 
them  Jackson  Wherry  was  the  sixth  in  order 
of  birth.  His  life  was  spent  on  this  farm,  and 
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here  he  died  in  October,  1904,  aged  sixty-nine 
years.  His  widow  survived  him  for  a year. 
They  had  three  children,  of  whom  Wilson  Edgar 
Wherry  is  the  eldest. 

Reared  in  his  native  township  and  sent  to 
Its  schools,  Wilson  Edgar  Wherry  worked  for 
his  father  until  he  reached  his  majority,  and 
then  took  charge  of  the  farm  where  he  has 
always  lived.  He  carries  on  general  farming. 
He  is  a stockholder  in  the  Farmers  Exchange 
at  Carrollton.  He  is  Independent  in  the  matter 
of  voting,  but  has  been  active  in  politics,  and 
was  elected  on  the  democratic  ticket  trustee  of 
Harrison  Township,  and  as  a member  of  the 
School  Board,  he  holding  the  latter  office  for 
eight  years.  For  twenty-seven  years  he  has 
been  ruling  elder  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
of  New  Harrisburg,  of  which  he  has  long  been 
a consistent  member.  Mr.  Wherry  and  his  sis- 
ter, Mrs.  Frank  Harsh,  of  Harrison  Township, 
are  the  only  survivors  of  their  father’s  family, 
their  only  other  member,  Arthur  J.,  having  died 
unmarried  in  1893,  at  the  age  of  twenty-one 
years. 

On  December  5,  1894,  Mr.  Wherry  was  mar- 
ried to  Laura  Viola  Snively,  a daughter  of 
Joseph  and  Susan  (Grander)  Snively,  of  Wash- 
ington Township,  Carroll  County.  There  were 
five  children  born  of  this  marriage,  namely: 
Mary  Zella,  who  died  August  27,  1918,  was  the 
wife  of  Roy  B.  Sutton,  of  Canton,  Ohio,  and 
left  one  daughter,  Mildred  Irene;  Arthur  Vale, 
who  is  at  home,  was  drafted  into  the  army  dur- 
ing the  World  war,  but  the  armistice  was  signed 
before  he  was  called  into  the  service;  Earl, 
who  died  in  1904,  aged  ten  months;  Ruth  Eliza- 
beth, who  is  thirteen  vears  old,  and  Joseph 
Alton,  who  is  eleven  years  old,  and  the  young- 
est. Mrs.  Wherry  died  November  11,  1920,  and 
is  deeply  mourned  as  a lady  of  high  Christian 
character  and  kindly  disposition,  which  en- 
deared her  to  all  who  knew  her. 

Simpson  Orr  Boggs.  Practical  farming  is  a 
line  of  business  that  yields  ample  returns  for 
money  and  effort  invested.  Some  of  the  most 
aggressive  and  level-headed  men  of  Carroll 
County  have  devoted  much  of  their  time  to 
agricultural  pursuits  and  have  no  reason  to 
regret  their  decision  in  favor  of  farming.  One 
of  these  men  thus  prosperous  is  Simpson  Orr 
Boggs,  who  owns  and  operates  a valuable  farm 
of  182  acres  in  Harrison  Township.  He  was 
born  on  his  father’s  homestead  March  31,  1864, 
a son  of  Ezra  and  Clarentine  (Scott)  Boggs. 

Growing  up  In  his  native  county,  Mr.  Boggs 
attended  the  country  school  at  Cold  Spring  Run 
during  the  winter  terms,  and  at  other  times 
assisted  his  father  and  brothers  in  operating 
the  homestead.  In  this  way,  when  still  a lad, 
he  learned  to  be  a practical  farmer,  and  his 
early  training  has  been  of  immense  value  to 
him  in  later  years.  He  had  to  work  hard,  for 
he  was  the  fifth  in  a family  of  ten  children, 
but  does  not  regret  this,  for  he  feels  that  his 
early  training  established  his  habits  of  thrift 
and  industry. 

In  1898  Mr.  Boggs  was  united  in  marriage 
with  Mary  Gotschall,  a daughter  of  Hamilton 
and  Hannah  (Duell)  Gotschall,  of  Harrison 


Township,  and  they  have  three  children, 
namely:  James  Wilbur,  Robert  Warden  and 
Kenneth  Orr. 

Following  his  marriage  Mr.  Boggs  lived  for 
two  years  on  the  home  farm,  and  then  for  five 
years  conducted  the  Need  farm,  which  he 
rented.  He  then  moved  on  his  present  place, 
where  he  has  since  been  engaged  in  general 
farming.  During  twelve  years  of  this  period  he 
has  been  a timber  merchant,  sawing  his  timber 
in  the  woods  and  shipping  it  to  different  mar- 
kets. In  addition  to  these  occupations  he  has 
other  interests  and  believes  in  encouraging  home 
industries.  He  is  a democrat  and  active  in  his 
party,  serving  as  township  clerk  for  one  term, 
and  always  taking  an  interest  in  politics  with 
the  idea  of  getting  the  best  class  of  men  in 
office.  The  Presbyterian  Church  holds  his  mem- 
bership, and  he  is  earnest  in  his  support  of  its 
faith.  Mr.  Boggs  has  practically  devoted  his 
life  to  farming,  and  has  made  his  work  pay. 
At  the  same  time  he  has  established  a reputa- 
tion for  fair  and  honest  dealing,  and  is  recog- 
nized as  a good  farmer  and  public-spirited 
citizen. 

John  Eli  Boggs.  While  agriculture  has: 
given  employment  to  the  energies  and  brains: 
of  men  since  the  beginning  of  the  world,  it  is 
only  within  recent  years  that  the  farmer  has 
been  accorded  his  proper  place  among  the 
workers  of  Importance,  and  science  and  govern- 
mental power  have  been  employed  to  give  him 
assistance.  The  modern  farmer  conducts  his 
business  much  more  expeditiously  and  profitably 
than  did  his  forefathers,  and  in  consequence  is 
able  to  enjoy  many  comforts  that  were  utterly 
out  of  the  reach  of  people  In  the  rural  districts 
a few  years  ago.  One  of  the  representatives  of 
this  great  and  important  class  of  workers  of 
Carroll  County  Is  John  Eli  Boggs,  owner  of 
133  acres  of  land  in  Harrison  Township.  He 
was  bom  in  this  township,  on  the  homestead 
of  his  parents,  Ezra  and  Clarentine  (Scott) 
Boggs,  December  25,  1865. 

The  grandfather,  Joseph  Boggs,  was  bom  in 
Washington  County,  Pennsylvania,  where  he 
was  married  to  a Miss  Simpson,  and  came  to 
Harrison  Township,  Carroll  County,  Ohio,  after 
that  event,  settling  on  a quarter  section  of 
land.  He  and  his  wife  had  six  children.  Ezra 
Boggs  was  eight  years  old  when  brought  to 
Carroll  County,  and  he  continued  to  live  on  his 
father’s  homestead  the  remainder  of  his  life, 
and  there  he  died  in  1905,  but  his  widow  sur- 
vived him  for  a year.  They  had  ten  children, 
of  whom  John  Eli  Boggs  was  the  sixth  in  order 
of  birth. 

John  Eli  Boggs  went  to  school  during  the 
winter  terms  at  Cold  Spring  Run,  and  had  to 
do  a man’s  work  on  the  farm  from  the  time  he 
was  fifteen  years  old.  When  he  was  twenty- 
nine  years  old,  in  1895,  he  was  married  to 
Gertrude  Moore,  a daughter  of  William  and 
Margaret  (McElderry)  Moore,  of  Union  Town- 
ship. Her  grandfather,  James  Moore,  married 
a Miss  Riley,  and  they  had  eight  children,  but 
both  are  now  deceased.  William  Moore  was 
a farmer  of  Union  Township,  who  died  in  1907, 
and  Mrs.  Moore  died  in  1911.  Mrs.  Boggs  at- 
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tended  the  country  schools,  and  then  took  a 
teacher’s  course  at  Scio  College,  but  was  mar- 
ried at  the  age  of  twenty  years,  so  did  not 
follow  her  girlish  plans  for  becoming  a teacher. 

When  Mr.  Boggs  was  married  he  owned 
ninety  acres  of  land,  and  since  then  has  added 
land  until  he  now  has  133  acres  and  is  raising 
a diversity  of  crops.  He  is  a stockholder  of 
the  First  National  Bank  of  Carrollton,  and  be- 
longs to  the  National  Grange  at  New  Harris- 
burg. The  Presbyterian  Church  of  New  Harris- 
burg affords  him  expression  for  his  religious 
creed. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Boggs  have  had  four  children, 
namely : Charles  Scott,  who  is  twenty-four 
years  old;  Forrest  M.,  who  died  in  1901,  when 
thirteen  months  old;  Paul  J„  who  is  fifteen 
years  old,  and  Wilma,  eleven  years  old. 
Charles  Scott  Boggs  is  a veteran  of  the  World 
war,  and  was  called  to  the  colors  under  the 
selective  draft  August  29,  1918,  and  sent  to 
Camp  Taylor,  Louisville,  Kentucky,  for  two 
months,  as  a private  in  the  Sixty-ninth  Field 
Artillery.  He  was  then  transferred  to  Camp 
Knox,  south  of  Louisville,  Kentucky,  and  was 
there  when  the  armistice  was  signed.  Like 
thousands  of  others,  he  was  very  much  disap- 
pointed at  not  having  had  a chance  to  get  into 
action.  He  received  his  honorable  discharge 
December  21,  1918,  and  returned  home. 

Mbs.  Lydia  Jane  Eckley,  one  of  the  highly 
respected  residents  of  Carroll  County,  is  living 
on  her  farm  of  seventy -one  acres  in  Center 
Township.  She  is  the  widow  of  Absalom  F. 
Eckley,  who  was  bom  in  Carroll  County  August 
5,  1880,  a son  of  Joseph  and  Catherine  (Ouster) 
Eckley,  of  German  ancestry,  whose  family  were 
all  farming  people.  Mr.  Eckley  attended  the 
local  schools  and  worked  on  the  home  farm 
until  his  marriage,  which  occurred  when  he 
was  twenty-two  years  old.  At  that  time  he 
reuted  a farm  of  eighty  acres  near  Leesburg. 
Ohio,  for  a year,  and  then  moved  to  Carrollton, 
where  they  resided  for  a time,  Mr.  Eckley  being 
street  commissioner.  Later  he  served  for 
twelve  years  as  road  commissioner  of  Center 
Township,  to  which  he  was  elected  on  the  re- 
publican ticket.  Leaving  Carrollton,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Eckley  moved  on  the  farm  she  now  occu- 
pies, and  bought  it  in  1904.  Here  Mr.  Eckley 
died  June  9,  1911.  He  was  an  excellent  farmer, 
public-spirited  man  and  very  active  in  the  re- 
publican party. 

Absalom  F.  Eckley  married  Lydia  Jane 
Brown,  a daughter  of  John  H.  and  Mary  (Or- 
wick)  Brown,  of  Dellroy,  Ohio,  and  they  be- 
came the  parents  of  nine  children,  all  of  whom 
are  living,  as  follows:  Alice,  who  is  Mrs.  Heber 
Slates,  of  Carrollton:  Harvey,  who  lives  at  Mal- 
vern, Ohio,  married  Margaret  Harsh,  and  has 
one  son,  Roy;  Viola,  who  married  Ross  Dun- 
lap, of  Carrollton,  and  has  seven  children, 
Samuel,  Ruth,  Fouty.  Phyllis,  Martha,  Cather- 
ine and  Kenneth;  Catherine,  who  married 
Charles  Slates,  of  Jewett  Ohio;  Charles,  who 
married  Una  Cramer,  and  has  one  son,  Paul; 
Isabel},  who  married  Charles  Lucas,  has  a son. 
Charles,  and  lives  at  Massillon,  Ohio;  Harry, 
who  lives  at  Sebring.  Ohio,  married  Florence 


Wright,  and  has  one  daughter,  Catherine; 
Joseph  R.,  who  is  at  home  and  works  in  the 
pottery;  LeRoy,  who  married  Ethel  Deck,  of 
New  Harrisburg,  Ohio,  in  1915,  has  two  chil- 
dren, Ralph  Thomas  and  Absalom  Fouts,  and 
is  operating  the  home  farm  for  his  mother. 
They  are  fine  young  men  who  understand  farm- 
ing thoroughly,  and  are  a credit  to  their  parents, 
as  are  the  remainder  of  the  children,  all  of 
whom  are  doing  well.  It  is  a source  of  pride 
to  Mrs.  Eckley  that  she  and  her  husband*  not 
onlv  prospered  in  a material  way,  but  that  they 
were  able  to  afford  their  children  the  proper 
training  and  advantages  so  that  they  developed 
into  splendid  men  and  women.  She  is  a mem- 
ber of  the  Reformed  Church  of  Carrollton,  and 
is  held  in  high  regard  in  that  congregation,  as 
she  is  elsewhere,  for  she  possesses  a noble, 
Christian  character  and  those  qualities  which 
endear  her  to  those  who  know  her. 

Edward  Power  Boggs  deserves  the  reputation 
he  enjoys  of  being  one  of  the  most  capable  farm- 
ers of  Carroll  County,  and  his  fine  farm  of  133 
acres  in  Harrison  Township  reflect  his  skill  and 
industry.  He  was  born  on  his  present  farm 
April  28,  1881,  a son  of  Ezra  and  Clarentine 
(Scott)  Boggs.  He  was  reared  on  his  father's 
farm,  and  attended  the  Cold  Spring  Run  school 
during  the  winter  months,  until  he  was  twenty 
years  old,  and  during  the  rest  of  the  year 
worked  for  his  father.  When  he  married  he 
rented  land  for  a time  at  Cold  Spring  Run, 
and  then  lived  for  a time  at  New  Harrisburg, 
Ohio,  where  he  was  occupied  with  lumbering 
and  farming.  In  the  fall  of  1898  he  returned 
to  the  homestead  and  rented  it  from  his  father 
for  eight  months.  The  latter  dying,  Mr.  Boggs 
inherited  a portion  of  it,  and  purchased  the 
remainder  of  his  present  holdings  from  the 
other  heirs.  He  is  carrying  on  a general  line 
of  farming,  and  has  been  very  successful.  He 
has  other  interests,  being  a director  of  the  First 
National  Bank  of  Carrollton,  and  is  a member 
of  the  National  Grange  of  New  Harrisburg.  A 
democrat,  he  is  active  in  his  party,  and  has 
served  as  assessor  of  Harrison  Township  and 
as  a member  of  the  School  Board.  The  Presby- 
terian Church  of  New  Harrisburg  holds  his 
membership,  and  he  Is  generous  in  his  donations 
to  it.  Mr.  Boggs  feels  that  his  prosperity  has 
come  to  him  through  his  industry  and  thrift, 
and  claims  that  no  man  need  lack  the  necessi- 
ties of  life  if  he  is  willing  to  work  hard  for 
them  and  save  something  of  what  he  earns. 

In  1894,  when  he  was  thirty-three  years  old, 
Mr.  Boggs  was  married  to  Ella  Booth,  a daugh- 
ter of  Joseph  and  Agnes  (Workman)  Booth, 
of  Monroe  Township,  Carroll  County,  and  they 
became  the  parents  of  five  children,  namely: 
Donald  Booth,  who  is  now  at  home.  Is  men- 
tioned below;  and  Helen  Emma,  Ezra  J..  Ed- 
ward 8cott  and  Ethel  Agnes,  who  are  all  at 
home. 

Donald  Booth  completed  a one  year  high 
school  course  and  is  now  teller  of  the  Cum- 
mings Trust  Company  of  Carrollton.  He  is  a 
veteran  of  the  World  war,  having  enlisted  June 
30.  1917.  at  Cleveland,  Ohio,  as  clerk  in  the 
aviation  branch  of  the  service,  and  was  sent 
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to  Camp  Kelly,  Texas,  for  training.  From  there 
he  was  transferred  to  New  York  city  in  Octo- 
ber of  that  year  and  placed  in  the  Forty-Eighth 
Construction  Squadron.  Sailing  from  New  York 
city,  the  unit  was  landed  at  Liverpool,  Eng- 
land, after  a short  voyage,  and  from  there  sent 
to  Brest,  France.  He  was  engaged  In  prepar- 
ing the  airplanes  for  the  flyers,  and  kept  fol- 
lowing the  advance  of  the  Allied  troops  until 
the  signing  of  the  armistice.  Promoted  to  be 
a corporal,  he  was  sent  as  one  of  the  Army  of 
Occupation  to  Coblenz,  Germany,  for  the  winter 
and  spring,  and  was  then  returned  home,  being 
mustered  out  July  9,  1919. 

Abraham  H.  Smith  for  more  than  half  a 
century  has  been  closely  identified  with  the  ag- 
ricultural activities  and  the  community  affairs 
of  Harrison  County  In  Nottingham  and  Stock 
Townships,  and  is  one  of  the  best  known  resi- 
dents of  those  localities. 

He  was  born  in  Nottingham  Township  June 
10,  1848.  His  paternal  grandparents  were  John 
and  Alice  (Hopkins)  Smith,  natives  of  Ireland. 
John  Smith  whose  home  was  in  County  Wick- 
low, Ireland,  was  a school  teacher  and  veteri- 
nary surgeon.  In  1819  he  brought  his  family 
to  America,  and  located  at  Deersville,  Harrison 
County,  Ohio.  Deersville  at  that  time  contained 
onlv  three  log  cabins.  John  Smith  bought  land 
in  Nottingham  Township,  developed  a farm  and 
spent  the  rest  of  his  life  in  that  occupation  and 
the  farm  Is  still  in  the  family.  John  Smith  and 
wife  had  the  following  children:  John,  born 

May  12,  1806,  and  died  in  infancy;  Thomas, 
born  May  6,  1809;  John,  bom  August  12,  1810; 
Robert,  bora  April  11,  1814;  William,  bora  July 
20,  1816;  and  Sarah,  who  was  the  only  child 
born  in  America. 

William  H.  Smith,  father  of  Abraham  H. 
Smith,  was  born  in  County  Wicklow,  Ireland, 
and  was  about  three  years  of  age  when  brought 
to  America.  He  grew  up  on  the  old  homestead 
in  Harrison  County,  lived  an  active  career  as 
a farmer  In  Nottingham  Township,  and  died 
there  June  1,  1873.  He  and  his  wife  were  mem- 
bers of  the  Methodist  Church.  In  August,  1847, 
William  H.  Smith  married  Julia  Hedges.  She 
was  bom  April  24,  1818,  near  West  Liberty, 
West  Virginia,  a daughter  of  Abraham  and 
Edith  (Carter)  Hedges.  Abraham  Hedges  spent 
his  life  as  a farmer  near  West  Liberty,  West 
Virginia.  A brief  record  of  his  children  is  as 
follows:  Joseph,  born  April  18,  1815,  and  died 

August  14,  1893 ; Samuel,  born  December  9, 
1816,  and  died  August  30,  1860;  Julia,  wife  of 
William  H.  Smith,  bora  April  24,  1818,  and 
died  February  28,  1890;  Ruth,  born  January  8, 
1820,  and  died  April  22,  1901;  Greenberry,  bora 
March  6,  1822,  and  died  January  6,  1897 : Abra- 
ham, born  January  3,  1825,  and  died  July  15, 
1904. 

The  children  of  William  H.  and  Julia  Smith 
were  Abraham,  Mary,  Frank,  Emma,  William, 
Samuel.  Anna  Bell,  Julia,  Robert  and  Ellen. 
Six  of  these  are  still  living. 

Abraham  H.  Smith  acquired  a substantial 
education  as  he  grew  to  manhood  and  reached 
his  majority  well  versed  in  the  practical  opera- 
tions of  farming,  a vocation  he  has  followed 


all  his  life.  He  still  owns  a hundred  nine  acres 
in  Stock  Township.  He  has  been  a member  of 
the  Methodist  Church  at  Deersville  for  about 
forty  years. 

December  27,  1870,  Mr.  Smith  married  Natacy 
J.  Spiker,  daughter  of  William  and  Mary  CCo- 
terol)  Spiker.  She  died  August  31,  1904,  the 
mother  of  six  children.  The  oldest  of  these 
children  is  William  who  married  Emma  Mill- 
horn  and  has  a daughter  Hilda ; the  second  is 
Charles  who  married  Tentha  McCave  and  has 
two  children,  Winifred  and  Wesley;  the  third 
in  the  family  is  Wesley  who  married  Edith 
Hines  and  has  a daughter  Rebecca  Jane  and  a 
son  George:  Mary,  the  fourth  child  of  Abra- 
ham H.  Smith,  is  the  wife  of  William  Robasky, 
a farmer  in  Franklin  Township  of  Harrison 
County;  Clara  is  the  wife  of  John  Dunlap  and 
has  one  daughter  Ethel:  Howard,  the  youngest, 
married  Ida  Freeburn  and  has  two  children, 
Walter  and  Lucile. 

April  4,  1907,  Abraham  H.  Smith  married 
Catherine  M.  Hines  who  died  February  22,  1918. 
On  February  18,  1920,  he  married  Laura  A. 
Hines. 

William  Robasky  is  one  of  the  substantial 
citizens  of  Franklin  Township,  Harrison  County, 
whose  career  is  the  more  creditable  because  of 
difficulties  he  has  overcome  and  the  fact  that 
his  position  has  been  achieved  by  industry  and 
honesty  and  in  no  sense  is  due  to  circumstances. 

Mr.  Robasky  was  born  in  Tuscarawas  County, 
Ohio,  October  23,  1878,  and  was  nine  years  of 
age  when  he  came  to  live  with  the  family  of 
W.  E.  Cramblett  in  Stock  Township  of  Harrison 
County.  He  grew  up  in  the  family  home,  ac- 
quired such  education  as  was  alforded  by  the 
district  schools  of  Stock  Township,  and  lived 
with  the  family  until  he  was  twenty-six.  He 
spent  seven  years  as  a farm  hand  with  E.  C. 
Spiker  of  Franklin  Township. 

In  the  fall  of  1910  he  married  Mary  V.  Smith, 
daughter  of  Abraham  Smith,  whose  record  is 
given  above.  For  the  past  ten  years  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Robasky  have  been  farmers  in  Franklin 
Township,  and  since  1912  have  been  on  their 
present  farm  of  155  acres.  Mrs.  Robasky  is  an 
active  member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church. 

James  B.  McDevitt  Is  a representative  of  the 
fourth  generation  of  the  McDevitt  family  in 
Harrison  County  and  here  he  has  proved  him- 
self resourceful  and  progressive  in  connection 
with  the  basic  industry  that  engaged  the  atten- 
tion of  earlier  generations  of  the  family  in  the 
county.  He  was  born  in  Stock  Township,  April 
27,  1880,  and  the  major  part  of  his  life  has  been 
passed  on  the  fine  farm  of  171  acres,  of  which 
he  is  now  the  owner,  in  Monroe  Township. 
Here  he  is  successfully  engaged  in  general  farm- 
ing and  stock  raising,  besides  which  he  has  for 
the  past  several  years  controlled  a prosperous 
enterprise  in  the  operation  of  a saw  mill  in 
this  section  of  his  native  county. 

The  founder  of  the  McDevitt  family  in  Har- 
rison County  was  James  McDevitt,  who  came 
with  his  family  from  Pennsylvania  and  estab- 
lished his  home  in  North  Township  about  the 
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year  1820.  He  took  up  a tract  of  wild  land 
and  developed  the  same  into  the  productive 
farm  on  which  he  and  his  wife  passed  the  re- 
mainder of  their  lives,  as  honored  pioneers  of 
the  county.  James,  the  youngest  of  their  five 
sons,  was  born  in  Westmoreland  County,  Penn- 
sylvania, December  25,  1810,  and  thus  was  about 
ten  years  of  age  when  he  accompanied  his  par- 
ents on  their  immigration  to  the  wilds  of  Har- 
rison County,  where  he  was  reared  to  manhood 
under  the  pioneer  conditions.  In  1830  he 
wedded  Miss  Annie  Birney,  who  was  born  in 
Green  Township,  this  county,  in  1808,  a daugh- 
ter of  John  Birney,  who  was  another  sterling 
pioneer  of  the  county.  James  McDevitt  devel- 
oped a productive  farm  in  North  Township,  and 
there  he  remained  until  his  death,  March  19, 
1874,  his  wife  having  passed  away  October  15, 
1862,  and  both  having  been  earnest  members 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  Of  their 
ten  children  the  first  five  died  in  infancy,  and 
the  other  five  attained  to  years  of  maturity. 
Of  this  number  John  was  the  father  of  him 
whose  name  introduces  this  review. 

John  McDevitt  was  bom  on  the  old  homestead 
in  North  Township,  March  10,  1845,  and  his 
death  occurred  in  July,  1918,  on  the  farm  now 
owned  by  his  son  James  B.  As  a young  man  he 
served  an  apprenticeship  to  the  carpenter’s 
trade,  and  as  a journeyman  he  applied  himself 
to  his  trade  about  five  years,  in  various  parts  of 
the  state.  In  1873  he  became  a successful  con- 
tractor and  builder,  with  residence  at  Scio,  Har- 
rison County,  and  among  the  buildings  erected 
by  him  was  that  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  at  Harlem  Springs.  In  1877  he  engaged 
in  farming  in  Stock  Township,  but  he  contin- 
ued to  follow  his  trade  to  a certain  extent  for 
a number  of  years  thereafter.  In  1884  he  sold 
his  farm  and  purchased  a place  of  160  acres, 
on  Plum  Run,  in  Monroe  Township,  and  in 
1887  he  established  a tile  manufactory  on  his 
farm.  In  this  connection  he  developed  a large 
and  prosperous  industry,  with  a productive  ca- 
pacity for  the  output  of  one  billion  feet  of  drain 
tile  annually,  and  his  trade  extended  far  out- 
side the  limits  of  his  native  county.  He  was 
one  of  the  highly  esteemed  citizens  of  the 
county,  achieved  large  and  worthy  success,  was 
a republican  In  politics,  and  was  a member  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  as  is  also  his 
widow,  who  now  resides  at  New  Philadelphia, 
Tuscarawas  County,  with  her  son,  James  B. 
of  this  sketch.  The  marriage  of  Mr.  McDevitt 
to  Miss  Martha  M.  Easterday  was  solemnized 
June  24,  1875,  Mrs.  McDevitt  having  been  born 
in  Carroll  County,  a daughter  of  David  and 
Mary  Easterday,  who  were  residents  of  Har- 
rison County  for  many  years  prior  to  their 
death.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  McDevitt  became  the  par- 
ents of  four  children,  two  sons  and  two  daugh- 
ters, all  of  whom  are  living. 

James  B.  McDevitt  gained  his  youthful  edu- 
cation in  the  district  schools  of  Monroe  Town- 
ship. where,  save  for  brief  intervals,  he  has  re- 
sided continuously  on  the  old  home  farm,  of 
which  he  is  the  owner  and  to  the  active  manage- 
ment of  which  he  gives  his  attention.  His  po- 
litical allegiance  is  given  to  the  republican  party 


and  his  wife  is  a member  of  the  United  Brethren 
Church. 

January  20,  1914,  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  MeDevltt  to*  Miss  Nellie  Marie  Morland, 
and  they  have  two  children — Ethel  Margaret  and 
Annie  Marie.  Mrs.  McDevitt  was  bom  in  Har- 
rison County,  Ohio,  and  is  a daughter  of  Will- 
iam and  Margaret  (Wagner)  Morland,  the  for- 
mer of  whom  was  born  in  Palermo,  Carroll 
County,  Ohio,  September  3,  1855,  and  the  lat- 
ter in  Tuscarawas  County,  In  1860,  their  mar- 
riage having  been  solemnized  December  22, 1883. 
Thomas  Morland,  father  of  William,  was  a car- 
penter by  trade,  but  as  a young  man  he  became 
the  owner  of  a farm  in  Carroll  County.  After 
selling  this  property  he  established  his  residence 
at  Bowerston,  Harrison  County,  where  he  opened 
a general  store  and  where  he  continued  to  re- 
side until  his  death,  his  children  having  been 
nine  in  number:  Jane  (Mrs.  Andrew  Wilson), 
William,  Margaret  (Mrs.  Hadley  Dunlap), 
Thomas,  Martha  (Mrs.  Harvby  Renicker),  Etta 
(Mrs.  William  Bower),  James  and  Robert 
(twins),  and  Alice  (Mrs.  Charles  Wheeler). 

After  his  marriage  William  Morland  pur- 
chased a farm  in  Tuscarawas  County,  where  he 
remained  until  1890,  when  he  sold  the  place 
and  purchased  his  present  fine  farm,  in  Monroe 
Township,  Harrison  County.  He  and  his  wife 
had  eight  children:  John  married  Mary  War- 

ner and  they  reside  at  Milan,  Erie  County;  Ed- 
gar is  deceased ; Alma  is  the  wife  of  Jesse  Cus- 
ter; Nellie  Marie  is  the  wife  of  James  B.  Mc- 
Devitt, of  this  review;  Zella  Is  the  wife  of 
Charles  Gotschall;  Mary  married  Floyd  McCau- 
ley; and  two  children  died  in  Infancy.  John 
Wagner,  grandfather  of  Mrs.  Morland,  was  born 
near  Tappan,  Franklin  Township,  Harrison 
County,  in  1823,  and  his  wife,  whose  maiden 
name  was  Margaret  Scott,  was  born  in  Carroll 
County,  in  1817,  a daughter  of  Robert  and 
Hannah  (Russell)  Scott.  John  Wagner  was  a 
son  of  Mathias  (born  In  1792)  and  Nancy  (De- 
Long)  Wagner,  and  Mathias  Wagner  served  as 
a soldier  ir\  the  War  of  1812;  he  was  a son  of 
John  Wagner,  who  was  bora  and  reared  in 
Maryland  and  who  came  thence  to  Ohio  in  the 
early  pioneer  days.  Mathias  Wagner  engaged 
in  farming  in  Harrison  County  when  he  was  a 
young  man,  and  in  1831  he  removed  with  his 
family  to  Tuscarawas  County,  where  his  death 
occurred  in  1848.  His  children  were:  Sarah, 

Isaac,  George,  Nancy,  John,  Enoch,  James,  Jef- 
ferson, Harrison  and  Mathias,  Jr. 

John  Wagner  continued  his  residence  in  Tus- 
carawas County  from  1831  until  his  death  In 
December,  1880,  and  his  widow  passed  away  In 
1891.  They  became  the  parents  of  four  chil- 
dren— Sarah  Jane,  who  died  in  1911,  Mary  El- 
len, Mathias  S.  and  Margaret  Ann. 

Samuel  S.  Eastebday.  whose  well  improved 
farm  of  166*4  acres,  is  situated  in  Monroe 
Township,  Carroll  County,  Is  a popular  repre- 
sentative of  one  of  the  old  and  honored  fami- 
lies of  this  section  of  the  Buckeye  state.  He 
was  born  in  Perry  Township,  Carroll  County, 
near  Conotton,  a village  just  over  the  line  in 
Harrison  County,  and  the  date  of  his  nativity 
was  March  5,  1861.  He  is  a son  of  David  and 
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Mary  (Trushel)  Easterday,  and  is  a scion  of 
a family,  of  German  origin,  that  was  founded 
in  Pennsylvania  in  the  colonial  period  of  our 
national  history.  George  Easterday  was  bom 
in  the  old  Keystone  State,  and  there  he  reared 
his  family  of  five  sons  and  two  daughters,  all 
of  whom  remained  in  that  state  except  John, 
grandfather  of  Samuel  S.  John  Easterday  was 
reared  and  educated  in  Pennsylvania  and  there 
was  solemnized  his  marriage  to  Eve  Swlnehart. 
In  the  spring  of  1830  he  came  with  his  family  to 
Ohio  and  settled  in  Harrison  County,  where  he 
remained  until  1855,  when  he  came  to  Carroll 
County  and  established  his  residence  in  Perry 
Township,  where  he  purchased  the  farm  that 
continued  his  place  of  abode  until  his  death, 
which  occurred  November  19,  1873,  his  widow 
having  passed  away  December  28,  1880,  and 
their  remains  being  laid  to  rest  in  the  Bowers* 
ton  cemetery,  both  having  been  devout  communi- 
cants of  the  Lutheran  Church.  They  became 
the  parents  of  nine  children,  namely:  Magda- 

lene (Mrs.  Washington  Borland),  George,  Adam, 
David  (father  of  the  subject  of  this  review), 
John,  Margaret  (Mrs.  Michael  Trushel),  Sam- 
uel, Elizabeth  (Mrs.  Joseph  Smith),  and  Eve  A. 
(Mrs.  Henry  Cogan). 

David  Easterday  was  bom  on  the  old  home 
farm  In  Perry  Township,  and  in  his  farm  activi- 
ties he  was  for  some  time  a resident  of  Har- 
rison County.  He  finally  removed  to  the  state 
of  Illinois,  and  there  his  death  occurred.  His 
wife  died  In  Harrison  County,  when  about 
eighty-six  years  of  age  and  both  having  held 
the  faith  of  the  Lutheran  Church.  They  be- 
came the  parents  of  six  children,  namely : Mar- 
tha, William,  Samuel,  Margaret,  John  and  Mary. 

Samuel  Sylvester  Easterday  first  attended 
school  at  Conotton,  and  later  continued  his 
studies  in  the  Grundy  Ridge  district  school  for 
six  years,  his  final  schooling  having  been  re- 
ceived in  the  village  of  Scio,  Harrison  County, 
In  1880.  He  attended  school  principally  during 
the  winter  terms,  when  his  services  were  not 
in  requisition  in  connection  with  the  work  of 
the  home  farm,  and  as  a youth  he  applied  him- 
self diligently  to  service  as  a farm  employe. 
Finally  he  became  sufficiently  fortified  in  a 
financial  way  to  Justify  his  purchase  of*a  farm 
of  forty  acres,  in  Perry  Township,  Carroll 
County,  a property  which  he  later  sold.  After 
his  marriage,  In  1882,  he  gave  his  attention 
principally  to  farm  work  in  the  employ  of  others 
having  purchased  a threshing  rig,  and  followed 
threshing  for  twenty  years,  until  1901,  when 
he  purchased  and  assumed  the  management  of 
his  present  farm,  which  he  has  since  continued 
to  make  the  scene  of  vigorous  and  successful 
agricultural  and  live-stock  Industry.  Mr.  East- 
erday is  found  staunchly  aligned  in  the  ranks 
of  the  democratic  party,  and  he  served  two 
years  as  supervisor  of  Perry  Township,  in  which 
office  he  was  the  advocate  and  supporter  of  pro- 
gressive measures  .for  the  benefit  of  his  con- 
stituent township.  He  and  his  wife  are  earnest 
members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  at 
Leavittsville  and  their  pleasant  home  is  known 
for  its  generous  and  unassuming  hospitality. 

In  the  year  1882  was  solemnized  the  mar- 
riage of  Mr.  Easterday  to  Miss  Margaret  Bus- 


ier, of  Perry  Township,  and  they  became  the 
parents  of  five  children;  Charles,  the  firstborn, 
died  in  1887,  at  the  age  of  five  years;  Anna 
Maria  is  the  wife  of  Edward  Elliott,  of  Rose 
Township,  and  they  have  two  children — Ethel 
and  Clayton ; Mary  is  the  wife  of  Mack  Brown, 
of  Magnolia,  Carroll  County;  the  other  two 
children  die£  in  Infancy. 

William  C.  Harsh  conducts  at  Harlem 
Springs,  Carroll  County,  an  automobile  garage 
that  is  thoroughly  modern  in  equipment  and  fa- 
cilities, and  he  is  aso  the  owner  of  a well  im- 
proved farm  of  eighty  acres  in  Lee  Township, 
the  active  management  of  the  place  being  vested 
in  his  sons,  who  are  numbered  among  the  pro- 
gressive young  representatives  of  farm  industry 
in  this  county. 

William  C.  Harsh  was  born  at  Harlem 
Springs,  Ohio,  on  the  9th  of  July,  1868,  and  is  a 
son  of  Jackson  and  Anna  (Craven)  Harsh,  the 
former  of  whom  was  bora  in  Washington 
County,  Pennsylvania,  November  5,  1830,  and 
the  latter  was  born  in  England.  She  was  a 
child  at  the  time  when  her  parents,  Robert 
and  Mary  (Greenwood)  Craven,  establi&ied 
their  home  in  Carroll  County,  Ohio,  Mr.  Craven 
having  become  a prosperous  merchant  and  hon- 
ored and  influential  citizen  of  Harlem  Springs. 
Jackson  Harsh  was  a son  of  Philip  and  Sarah 
(Booker)  Harsh,  who  became  early  settlers  in 
Harrison  Township,  Carroll  County,  whence 
they  removed  to  Kansas  In  the  year  1875,  the 
remainder  of  their  lives  having  been  passed  in 
that  state,  where  Mr.  Harsh  became  the  owner 
of  an  extensive  stock  ranch.  Jackson  Harsh 
was  reared  and  educated  In  Carroll  County,  and 
with  the  passing  of  years  he  became  promi- 
nently and  successfully  Identified  with  the  live- 
stock business  in  this  section  of  the  state,  be- 
sides which  he  became  one  of  the  most  extensive 
buyers  and  shippers  of  wool  from  Carroll  and 
adjoining  counties.  He  became  the  owner  of 
a fine  farm  estate  of  more  than  500  acres  In 
Harrison  and  Lee  Townships,  and  there  he  re- 
mained until  his  death.  In  1854  he  married 
Alvira,  daughter  of  Jacob  Strayer,  and  she  died 
four  months  later.  October  5,  1867,  recorded 
the  marriage  of  Jackson  Harsh  to  Miss  Anna 
Craven,  and  she  passed  to  the  life  eternal  on 
the  10th  of  August,  1889,  her  six  children  hav- 
ing been  William  C.,  Edward,  Mary,  Annie, 
Frank  and  Sarah. 

William  C.  Harsh  was  reared  in  the  home  of 
his  maternal  grandparents  at  Harlem  Springs, 
where  he  was  given  the  advantages  not  only  of 
the  public  schools  but  also  of  Harlem  Springs. 
At  the  age  of  twenty  years  he  Joined  his  father 
on  the  farm,  where  he  remained  a few  years. 
Two  years  after  his  marriage,  which  occurred 
in  1890,  he  left  the  farm  and  engaged  in  the 
buying  and  shipping  of  wool  at  Harlem  Springs, 
in  the  meanwhile  continuing  his  active  alliance 
with  farm  industry.  Five  years  after  his  re- 
turn to  Harlem  Springs  he  here  purchased  a 
handsome  brick  house  of  about  fourteen  rooms, 
and  this  has  since  continued  the  family  home. 
For  sixteen  years  Mr.  Harsh  was  a successful 
traveling  salesman  in  the  handling  of  farm  ma- 
chinery. and  it  was  upon  his  retirement  from 
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this  service  that  he  erected  his  present  modern 
garage  at  Harlem  Springs.  He  is  a stalwart 
supporter  of  the  cause  of  the  republican  party, 
he  and  his  wife  hold  membership  in  the  Presby- 
terian Church,  and  he  is  affiliated  with  the  lodge 
of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  No.  124,  at  Car- 
rollton; with  Minerva  Chapter,  Royal  Arch  Ma- 
sons; with  the  council  of  Royal  and.  Select  Mas- 
ters in  the  City  of  Canton;  and  with  the  Scot- 
tish Rite  Consistory  in  the  city  of  Columbus. 

In  July,  1890,  was  solemnized  the  marriage 
of  Mr.  Harsh  to  Miss  Emma  Hanna,  who  was 
born  In  Washington  Township,  Carroll  County, 
and  who  is  a daughter  of  Hugh  and  Elizabeth 
(McCausland)  Hanna,  the  former  a native  of 
Pennsylvania  and  the  latter  of  Center  Town- 
ship, Carroll  County,  Ohio,  where  her  father, 
James  McCausland,  settled  in  the  pioneer  days. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Harsh  have  seven  children — Anna, 
Leila  Jean,  Bessie,  Robert  G.,  William  Conley, 
Mary  and  Harold.  All  of  the  children  remain 
at  the  parental  home  except  the  eldest.  Anna, 
who  Is  the  wife  of  L.  E.  Anders,  of  Harlem 
Springs.  The  family  is  one  of  marked  promi- 
nence and  popularity  in  the  representative  social 
life  of  the  community,  and  their  spacious  and 
beautiful  home  is  a center  of  generous  hos- 
pitality. 

David  Jackson  Davis.  The  claim  of  David 
Jackson  Davis  upon  the  consideration  and  good 
will  of  his  fellow-citizens  of  Union  Township  is 
based  upon  many  years  of  effective  work  as  an 
agriculturist,  upon  a meritorious  record  as  a 
citizen,  and  upon  his  activity  in  promoting  edu- 
cation and  kindred  accompaniments  of  advanced 
civilization.  His  entire  career  has  been  passed 
in  Carroll  County,  and  with  the  exception  of  one 
and  one-half  years  he  has  devoted  his  energies 
to  agricultural  pursuits,  in  which  he  has  won 
success  through  the  application  of  industry  and 
good  judgment. 

Mr.  Davis  was  born  on  a farm  in  Union  Town- 
ship February  5.  1863,  a son  of  William  and 
Sarah  (Tope)  Davis,  the  former  a native  of 
Perry  Township,  Carroll  County,  and  the  latter 
of  Union  Township.  His  paternal  grandfather 
was  Joshua  Davis,  a native  of  Maryland,  who 
married  an  Irish  girl  who  had  been  brought  to 
the  United  States  at  the  age  of  thirteen  years, 
and  they  spent  their  later  lives  In  Union  Town- 
ship, where  they  entered  land  from  the  United 
States  Government.  The  maternal  grandpar- 
ents of  Mr.  Davis  were  Stephen  and  Jemima 
(Kail)  Tope,  who  were  among  the  earliest  set- 
tlers of  Carroll  County  and  also  entered  Gov- 
ernment land. 

Following  their  marriage  William  and  Sarah 
(Tope)  Davis  settled  on  a farm  in  Perry  Town- 
ship, where  they  resided  for  a short  time,  but 
soon  bought  land  in  Union  Township,  and  there 
continued  to  be  engaged  in  agricultural  opera- 
tions during  the  rest  of  their  lives,  Mr.  Davis 
passing  away  May  28,  1895,  and  his  widow  sur- 
viving until  1918.  They  were  industrious,  God- 
fearing people,  who  discharged  their  responsi- 
bilities faithfully,  and  were  held  in  the  highest 
regard  in  the  community  in  which  their  home 
was  located.  They  were  the  parents  of  the  fol- 
lowing children:  Stephen,  who  is  engaged  in 


agricultural  operations  in  Union  Township; 
Mary  Ann,  of  Union  Township,  who  is  the  widow 
of  John  McKnight,  a farmer;  Jasper  N„  who 
died  at  the  age  of  two  years;  Joshua  B.,  of 
Monroe  Township;  David  Jackson;  Thomas  J., 
of  Carrollton,  Ohio;  Martha  E.,  of  Massillon, 
Ohio ; and  John,  who  resides  on  the  home  place. 

The  district  schools  of  Union  Township  fur- 
nished David  Jackson  Davis  with  his  educa- 
tional training,  and  his  boyhood  and  youth  were 
passed  on  the  home  farm,  where  he  secured 
experience  in  agricultural  methods  while  assist- 
ing his  father  and  brothers.  When  he  entered 
upon  his  independent  career  it  was  as  a farm 
hand,  and  for  four  years  he  was  thus  employed. 
Following  his  marriage  he  became  the  owner 
and  operator  of  a thresher  and  manager  of  a 
sawmill  for  about  three  years.  During  the  time 
he  conducted  these  enterprises  he  made  his 
home  at  Petersburg,  but  eventually  returned  to 
farming,  and  for  one  year  lived  on  his  father’s 
place.  He  then  purchased  128  acres  of  the  home 
property,  on  which  he  has  continued  to  carry 
on  general  operations  to  the  present  time,  in  ad- 
dition to  which  he  raises  all  kinds  of  fruit  and 
has  a well-ordered  apple  orchard  of  300  trees. 
He  has  won  well-merited  success,  and  in  so  do- 
ing has  held  the  confidence  and  respect  of  those 
with  whom  he  has  had  dealings. 

On  October  22,  1892,  Mr.  Davis  was  united  in 
marriage  with  Miss  Cora  A.  Sell,  who  was  horn 
in  Union  Township,  Carroll  County,  a daugh- 
ter of  John  and  Elnora  (Hahn)  Sell,  the  for- 
mer a native  of  Tuscarawas  County,  Ohio,  and 
the  latter  of  Lee  Township,  Carroll  County.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Davis  have  no  children.  They  are 
consistent  members  and  liberal  supporters  of 
St.  John’s  Lutheran  Church,  of  which  Mr.  Davis 
has  been  a member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
since  1918,  and  a deacon  for  many  years.  He 
has  rendered  valuable  and  efficient  service  to 
his  community  in  several  offices  of  public  trust, 
having  been  a justice  of  the  peace  for  nine 
years,  land  appraiser  of  Union  Township  in 
1910,  personal  assessor  in  1912,  and  for  some 
years  a member  of  the  School  Board. 

Henry  Rutledge.  In  the  passing  away  of 
Henry  Rutledge  on  June  25,  1907,  Union  Town- 
ship and  Carroll  County  sustained  an  agricul- 
tural and  social  loss  of  more  than  average  im- 
port. Mr.  Rutledge  had  occupied  an  important 
position  in  his  community,  and  in  his  passing 
left  not  only  a legacy  of  material  wealth,  but 
of  useful  lessons,  and  he  who  would  may  read 
that  early  limitations  develop,  rather  than  dis- 
courage, the  strong  and  resourceful. 

Mr.  Rutledge  was  born  in  Union  Township 
March  4,  1846,  a son  of  Robert  and  Jane 
(Brooks)  Rutledge,  and  a grandson  of  Thomas 
and  Jane  (Crosier)  Rutledge,  natives  of  Ire- 
land. Thomas  Rutledge  died  on  the  ocean  while 
en  route  to  the  United  States,  but  his  widow 
completed  the  journey  and  established  her  four 
sons,  Edward,  John,  Robert  and  James,  in  Union 
Township,  where  she  lived  for  many  years  and 
died  in  advanced  age.  Robert  Rutledge  was 
still  a lad  when  brought  from  his  native  Ire- 
land to  America,  and  he  grew  to  manhood  in 
Union  Township,  where  he  met  and  married 
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Jane  Brooks,  a native  of  that  township,  and  a 
daughter  of  Henry  and  Durinda  (Fawcett) 
Brooks,  early  settlers  of  Union  Township.  Fol- 
lowing their  marriage  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Rutledge 
settled  down  to  farming  in  the  same  community, 
and  there  the  father  died  when  still  compara- 
tively a young  man,  September  22,  1876,  the 
mother  reaching  ripe  old  age  and  dying  August 
10,  1906.  They  were  the  parents  of  the  follow- 
ing children:  Durinda,  the  wife  of  Richard 

Kelley,  of  Perry  Township;  Ann  Jane,  who  died 
as  the  wife  of  the  late  Samuel  Buchanan,  of 
Union  Township;  William,  who  also  died  in 
Union  Township;  Henry;  and  Mary  E.,  who  died 
as  the  wife  of  the  late  John  Pittenger,  of  Union 
Township. 

Henry  Rutledge  secured  his  educational  train- 
ing in  the  public  schools  of  Union  Township  and 
remained  on  the  home  farm  until  the  time  of  his 
marriage.  He  then  purchased  a small  farm  in 
that  township  from  Mr.  Dunlavy,  and  to  it  from 
time  to  time  added  until  he  was  the  possessor 
of  258  acres  of  good  land.  Of  this  property 
there  is  now  pasture  land  and  timber  amounting 
to  fifty  acres,  the  remainder  being  all  under  a 
high  state  of  cultivation.  During  the  time  that 
he  carried  on  operations  on  this  farm  Mr.  Rut- 
ledge added  to  the  house,  remodel ed  the  barn 
and  erected  new  outbuildings,  and  In  various 
other  ways  added  to  the  facilities  and  equip- 
ment necessary  for  modern  farming.  This  is 
known  as  Locust  Lawn  Stock  Farm,  and  is 
largely  devoted  to  the  raising  of  live  stock,  al- 
though general  farming  methods  prevail.  Here 
Mr.  Rutledge  passed  away  June  25,  1907.  Dur- 
ing his  active  life  he  drew  to  him  many  warm 
and  devoted  friends,  and  the  confidence  of  the 
community  In  which  he  lived  and  worthily  la- 
bored. He  was  recognized  as  an  Intelligent,  up- 
right and  enterprising  agriculturist,  in  private 
life  he  was  exemplary,  and  as  a citizen  he  was 
always  faithful  to  the  obligations  of  public  duty. 
He  served  efficiently  as  supervisor  of  roads  and 
as  a trustee  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 
Politically  a republican,  he  stood  staunchly  by 
the  principles  of  his  party.  He  was  a valued 
and  popular  member  of  the  local  Grange. 

Mr.  Rutledge  was  married  September  14,  1870, 
to  Miss  Rebecca  Ann  Brackin,  who  was  born  in 
Union  Township  August  24,  1850,  a daughter 
of  Richard  and  Sarah  Jane  (McCort)  Brackin, 
the  former  a native  of  Jefferson  County,  this 
state,  and  the  latter  of  Harrison  County,  and  a 
granddaughter  of  Cornelius  and  Rebecca 
(Brooks)  Brackin  and  James  and  Ann  (Faw- 
cett) McCort,  all  born  in  Ireland  and  early  set- 
tlers of  this  part  of  Ohio.  Mrs.  Rutledge,  who 
survives  her  husband  and  lives  on  the  home 
farm,  is  a woman  of  many  virtues  and  accom- 
plishments, and  a faithful  member  of  the  Meth- 
odist Episcopal  Church.  Three  children  were 
born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Rutledge:  Elva  Dixon, 

the  proprietor  of  a pharmacy  at  Minerva.  Ohio, 
who  married  Bessie  Florence  Stockin  and  has 
one  child,  Margaret  Marie:  Robert  Loman;  and 
Richard  Elmer,  who  is  employed  In  the  First 
National  Bank  of  Carrollton.  Robert  Loman 
Rutledge,  one  of  the  enterprising  farmers  of 
Union  Township,  is  the  operator  of  the  farm 
which  was  formerly  cultivated  by  his  father. 


He  married  September  23,  1914,  Miss  Georgia 
Ann  Amos,  of  Perry  Township,  daughter  of  San- 
ford C.  and  Agnes  (Amos)  Amos,  the  former  a 
native  of  Perry  Township,  Carroll  County,  and 
the  latter  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana.  To  this 
union  there  have  been  born  three  children : 
Ruby  Rebecca,  Richard  Amos  and  Catherine 
Agnes. 

Charles  Jacob  Holmes.  Descended  from  one 
of  the  fine  old  substantial  agricultural  families 
of  Harrison  County,  Charles  Jacob  Holmes, 
though  he  began  his  active  career  by  learning 
a trade  and  was  a journeyman  machinist,  even- 
tually returned  to  the  occupations  of  his  earlier 
years  and  for  over  twentv  years  has  been  an 
active  leader  in  the  farming  community  of  Har- 
rison Township  in  Carroll  County.  Mr.  Holmes 
owns  155  acres,  divided  into  two  farms,  located 
on  rural  route  No.  1 out  of  Dellroy. 

He  was  born  at  Conotton  in  Harrison  County 
September  4,  18ffe,  only  son  and  child  of  Jacob 
and  Jerusha  (Stratton)  Holmes.  His  grand- 
father, George  Holmes,  was  one  of  the  hardy 
pioneers  who  at  the  beginning  of  the  nineteenth 
century  sought  the  new  lands  west  of  the  Ohio 
River,  and  in  about  1821  settled  in  North  Town- 
ship of  Harrison  County.  Altogether  he  ac- 
quired about  500  acres  there  and  spent  many 
of  his  years  in  clearing  it  up  and  developing  a 
high  class  farm.  He  died  in  1883  and  his  wife, 
whose  maiden  name  was  Mary  Criplever,  died 
in  1885.  They  had  ten  children.  Of  these  Jacob 
lived  in  that  community  all  his  life  and  died  In 
June,  1866,  several  months  before  the  birth  of 
his  son  Charles  Jacob.  The  widowed  mother 
survived  him  just  half  a century,  spending  these 
years  in  Harrison  County,  where  she  died  in 
1916. 

Charles  Jacob  Holmes  grew  up  in  the  Co- 
notton community  of  Harrison  County,  attended 
country  schools  there,  and  was  also  partly  edu- 
cated at  Salem  in  Columbiana  County,  where 
his  mother  had  lived  before  her  marriage.  At 
the  age  of  nineteen  Mr.  Holmes  began  an  ap- 
prenticeship in  the  plant  of  the  Buckeye  Engine 
Works,  and  spent  four  years  learning  the  trade. 
From  1890  until  1899  he  was  employed  as  a 
journeyman  machinist  at  different  points  and 
with  different  industries  In  Ohio  and  Pennsyl- 
vania. 

In  1898  Mr.  Holmes  married  Alice  Schwab, 
daughter  of  Nicholas  and  Margaret  (Abuehl) 
Schwab,  of  New  Philadelphia,  Ohio.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Holmes  have  four  children : George  Nicho- 
las, born  In  1900,  still  at  home;  Ethel  Margaret, 
born  in  1902;  Lewis  Whittier,  born  in  1904; 
and  Clara  Lucille,  bom  in  1908. 

At  the  time  of  his  marriage  Mr.  Holmes  be- 
gan planning  for  a permanent  home  and  re- 
sumption of  his  former  vocation  as  a farmer. 
In  1899  he  bought  109  acres  and  has  given  his 
attention  to  farming  that  tract  ever  since.  He 
bought  another  nearby  farm  of  fifty  acres  in 
1914.  He  is  also  a stockholder  in  the  First  Na- 
tional Bank  of  Carrollton  and  in  the  Farmers 
Exchange  of  Carrollton.  He  is  a democrat,  and 
was  one  of  the  unsuccessful  candidates  on  the 
county  ticket  in  1920  for  the  office  of  county 
commissioner.  He  served  two  years  as  a mem- 
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ber  of  the  School  Board  of  Harrison  Township, 
and  is  a member  of  the  Methodist  Church  of 
Baxters  Ridge. 

John  Washington  Bo&land,  one  of  the  rep- 
resentative farmers  of  Carroll  County,  comes  of 
a family,  four  generations  of  which  have  had 
residence  in  this  part  of  Ohio.  This  family  has 
proved  its  substantial  qualities  in  later  years 
as  well  as  in  the  times  when  the  country  was 
new  and  required  the  dauntless  pioneer  spirit. 

The  farm  of  193  acres  in  Harrison  Township 
now  owned  and  managed  by  John  Washington 
Borland  was  the  scene  of  his  birth  on  June  15, 
1881.  He  owns  a half  interest  in  sixty  acres  in 
Monroe  Township  of  the  same  county.  He  is  a 
son  of  Samuel  J.  and  Anna  (Molls)  Borland. 
His  great-grandfather  was  Samuel  Borland,  who 
was  born  in  Westmoreland  County,  Pennsyl- 
vania, May  11,  1785.  As  an  early  settler  of 
eastern  Ohio,  coming  from  Westmoreland 
County,  he  paid  two  hundred  fcnd  fifty  dollars 
for  a quarter  section  of  land  in  Monroe  Town- 
ship in  Carroll  County.  He  was  twice  married, 
his  first  wife  being  Nancy  Little,  while  his  sec- 
ond had  the  Christian  name  Elizabeth. 

Washington  Borland,  grandfather  of  John  W. 
Borland,  was  born  in  Westmoreland  County, 
July  11,  1822,  and  during  his  long  life  improved 
and  cultivated  a portion  of  the  ancestral  estate 
in  Monroe  Township,  and  was  one  of  the  influ- 
ential citizens  of  Carroll  County,  where  he  died 
September  21,  1904.  He  married  Magdalena 
Easterday,  who  was  born  January  18,  1825,  and 
died  February  18,  1895.  They  had  a family  of 
ten  children,  equally  divided  between  sons  and 
daughters,  the  oldest  being  Samuel  J.  Borland, 
who  was  born  February  11,  1849,  and  is  still 
living,  having  devoted  his  best  years  to  agri- 
cultural pursuits.  His  wife  was  born  January 
14,  1858.  They  have  two  sons,  John  W.  and 
Elmer  T.  Borland.  The  latter  lives  at  Dellroy, 
and  by  his  marriage  to  Florence  Smith  has 
four  children. 

John  W.  Borland  is  an  American  citizen  who 
believes  that  some  of  the  best  opportunities  for 
profitable  work  to  himself  and  to  his  fellow  citi- 
zens are  found  on  the  farm.  He  has  devoted 
practically  his  entire  life  since  early  boyhood 
to  growing  crops  in  the  field  of  the  farm  where 
he  was  born.  At  Intervals  until  he  was  twenty- 
one  he  attended  the  country  school  at  Mount 
Nebo.  When  he  was  twenty-three,  in  June, 
1904,  he  married  Alverda  Loretta  Hawk,  of 
Center  Township.  They  have  one  of  the  good 
country  homes  of  Harrison  Township  and  have 
taken  a generous  interest  in  community  affairs. 
Mr.  Borland  is  a member  of  the  National 
Grange  at  Dellroy,  and  the  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Dellroy.  Both  he  and  his  father  are  demo- 
crats, and  his  father  at  one  time  was  candidate 
for  director  of  the  County  Infirmary. 

Lafayette  Busby.  The  Busbv  family  is  one 
of  the  old  established  ones  of  Harrison  County, 
and  the  majority  of  those  bearing  the  name 
have  devoted  themselves  to  agricultural  pur- 
suits with  the  result  that  a great  deal  of  credit 
is  due  to  them  for  the  present  development  in 
this  very  important  industry.  One  of  these  ex- 


cellent farmers  and  representative  citizens  of 
the  name  is  Lafayette  Busby  of  German  Town- 
ship. He  was  born  in  his  present  township, 
February  17,  1878,  a son  of  Samuel  William  and 
Mary  (Cole)  Busby,  and  a grandson  of  Bennie 
Busby. 

Bennie  Busby  married  Virginia  Harper  and 
located  in  German  Township,  Harrison  County, 
Ohio,  at  a time  when  there  were  but  few  settlers 
in  this  neighborhood.  He  and  his  wife  had  the 
following  children:  S.  W.,  A.  S.,  B.  H.f  John, 

Edward,  Homer,  Stewart,  Harper,  Lizzie, 
Amanda  and  two  other  daughters.  Samuel  Will- 
iam Busby  was  a farmer  of  German  Township, 
and  spent  all  of  his  life  there,  becoming  one  of 
its  representative  men.  His  death  occurred 
April  3,  1919,  but  his  wife  died  July  12,  1907. 
She  was  also  born  in  German  Township,  a 
daughter  of  Thomas  Cole.  The  children  of 
Samuel  W.  Busby  and  his  wife  were  as  follows : 
Samuel  F.,  who  lives  in  Indiana;  Lafayette, 
whose  name  heads  this  review;  and  J.  E.,  who 
died  June  21,  1913. 

I^afayette  Busby  was  reared  on  his  father’s 
farm  and  while  he  was  attending  the  district 
schools,  he  was  also  learning  how  to  perform 
the  duties  pertaining  to  a farm.  In  1899  he 
was  married  to  Mary  Hosterman,  a daughter 
of  Ried  and  Lizzie  Hosterman,  and  they  had 
one  child,  Hugh,  who  married  Lucy  Mattem. 
Mrs.  Busby  died  in  1901.  In  1902  Mr.  Busby 
was  married  to  Mary  Viola  Hart,  a daughter 
of  A.  A.  and  Alison  (Andrew)  Hart  By  his 
second  marriage  Mr.  Busby  has  the  following 
children:  Valena  May,  Marcus  L.,  Melvin,  Har- 
old, Edward,  Bernice,  Velma  and  Essie  Eleanor. 

After  his  first  marriage  Mr.  Busby  lived  In 
Green  Township  but  was  in  the  employ  of  other 
farmers.  Since  1906  he  had  lived  on  his  farm 
in  German  Township.  It  comprises  221  acres 
of  land,  one-half  of  it  being  in  German  Town- 
ship and  the  remainder  in  Green  Township,  but 
the  house  is  in  German  Township.  Here  he  is 
carrying  on  general  farming  and  stockraising, 
and  for  ten  years  he  has  operated  a coal  bank. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Busby  are  members  of  the  Meth- 
odist Episcopal  Church.  A hard-working, 
thrifty  man,  Mr.  Busby  has  earned  all  he  now 
possesses  through  his  own  efforts,  and  while 
doing  so  has  employed  such  methods  of  trans- 
acting his  business,  and  given  such  faithful  at- 
tention to  his  civic  duties,  as  to  win  for  him 
the  approbation  of  his  neighbors,  and  he  stands 
very  well  in  public  favor. 

David  W.  Selway  of  Cadiz  is  member  of  a 
family  that  both  in  Great  Britain  and  in  Amer- 
ica has  been  identified  with  the  coal  industry 
for  many  generations.  Mr.  Selway  has  his  home* 
some  of  his  business  interests,  and  also  farming 
interests  in  Harrison  County,  and  as  a coal 
operator  and  producer  has  been  a well-known 
figure  in  the  Eastern  Ohio  fields  for  many  years. 

He  was  born  at  Tonyrefail,  Glamorganshire, 
South  Wales.  January  6,  1876,  son  of  Stephen 
and  Ann  (Thomas)  Selway.  His  father 
founded  the  family  in  America,  Immigrating 
from  Wales  in  1881,  accompanied  by  his  wife 
and  ten  children.  After  landing  in  New  York 
Stephen  Selway  came  direct  to  Ohio,  and  at 
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Massillon  he  and  three  of  his  older  sons  became 
coal  operators.  From  Massilon  Stephen  Selway 
and  family  removed  to  Flushing,  Belmont 
County,  where  he  bought  a coal  mine  and  con- 
tinued his  operations  as  a producer  In  that  field 
until  about  twenty  years  prior  to  his  death.  He 
died  October  20,  1919,  and  his  wife  on  December 
31,  1912. 

David  W.  Selway  was  five  years  of  age  when 
brought  to  America,  and  acquired  his  education 
in  the  public  schools  at  Flushing,  in  the  Mount 
Union  College  at  Alliance,  and  in  a Massillon 
commercial  college.  While  with  his  father  at 
Flushing  he  gained  a thorough  and  all  around 
experience  as  a coal  operator,  accepting  oppor- 
tunities to  familiarize  himself  with  every 
branch  of  the  business  and  as  a producer  he  has 
some  important  interests  in  Belmont  County. 

June  1,  1910,  Mr.  Selway  married  Lura  Mc- 
Cune. Mrs.  Selway  is  a member  of  a very  his- 
toric American  family,  and  in  her  own  life  she 
has  vitalized  many  Interests  connecting  her  with 
historical  organizations,  church  and  other  social 
movements.  Mrs.  Selway  was  born  at  Athens, 
Athens  County,  Ohio,  daughter  of  Francis  Ma- 
rion and  Mary  (Parminter)  McCune. 

The  McCune  family  is  of  good  old  Irish  stock 
and  was  established  In  the  United  States  by 
Archibald  McCune,  son  of  Martin  McCune  of 
Londonderry,  Ireland.  Archibald  McCune  after 
coming  to  Pennsylvania  married  a young  lady 
whose  Christian  name  was  Jane  but  whose 
family  name  has  not  been  preserved.  They 
lived  at  Cherry  Valley,  scene  of  one  of  the  In- 
dian massacres  that  have  been  described  in 
Colonial  history.  When  the  Indians  made  their 
attack  on  the  settlement  Jane  McCune  was  out 
in  the  field  with  another  woman  pulling  flax. 
Her  two  children  Nancy  and  William  had  been 
left  in  the  Block  House.  Her  husband  Archi- 
bald was  then  with  the  army  engaged  In  fron- 
tier service.  Jane  McCune  was  captured  by  the 
Indians  and  was  kept  a prisoner  by  them  for 
three  years.  After  the  massacre  five  other 
children  were  born  to  her  and  her  husband, 
named  John,  Thomas,  Samuel,  Jane  and  Eliza- 
beth. Of  these  John  McCune  was  the  ancestor 
of  Mrs.  Selway.  He  married  Mary  Boyles, 
daughter  of  Jacob  ahd  Nancy  (Wilgus)  Boyles, 
natives  of  Germany,  and  residents  of  Hacketts- 
town,  New  Jersey.  From  New  Jersey  John  Mc- 
Cune came  west  and  after  a sojourn  in  Penn- 
sylvania selected  a home  in  Athens  County, 
Ohio.  He  was  a pioneer  settler,  acquired  land 
in  Ames  Township,  and  was  busy  with  its  de- 
velopment and  cultivation  the  rest  of  his  life. 
He  died  in  1815.  William  McCune,  third  son  of 
John  and  Mary  (Boyles)  McCune,  was  the 
grandfather  of  Mrs.  Selway.  He  married  Phi- 
lura  Tracy,  daughter  of  Jonas  and  Susanna 
(Curtis)  Tracy. 

The  Tracy  family  was  established  in  America 
by  Lieut.  Thomas  Tracy,  one  of  the  original 
proprietors  and  first  settlers  of  Norwich,  Con- 
necticut, and  also  one  of  the  early  proprietors 
of  Windham,  Connecticut.  He  was  born  in  Eng- 
land In  1610,  and  was  descended  from  Egbert, 
the  first  Saxon  king  of  England.  The  family 
traces  its  ancestry  beyond  the  Conquest;  in 
reality,  the  family  records  go  back  for  more 


than  a thousand  years  through  thirty-four  gen- 
erations and  through  the  male  line  of  Tracys 
twenty-three  generations.  Lieut.  Thomas  Tracy 
came  over  from  England  in  1636,  his  first  set- 
tlement being  at  Salem,  Massachusetts,  and  aft- 
erwards successively  he  was  a resident  of  Wind- 
sor and  Saybrook,  Connecticut.  He  was  three 
times  married.  His  first  wife  was  Mary  Mason 
whom  he  married  in  1641,  and  their  first  son 
Jonathan  was  the  ancestor  of  Mrs.  Selway,  who 
stands  in  the  fifth  generation  from  him.  Jonas 
Tracy,  great-grandfather  of  Mrs.  Selway,  mar- 
ried for  his  second  wife  Susanna  .(Curtis) 
Whaley.  Their  daughter  Philura  was  born  No- 
vember 10,  1809,  and  was  the  grandmother  of 
Mrs.  Selway.  Philura  Tracy,  on  December  25, 
1825,  became  the  wife  of  William,  third  son  of 
John  McCune.  William  McCune.  who  was  born 
in  Athens  County,  Ohio,  April  28,  1802,  at  the 
time  of  his  marriage  took  up  in  his  brother 
Thomas’  name  400  acres  of  Government  land 
and  in  its  cultivation  and  improvement  spent 
all  his  married  life.  His  wife  died  July  1,  1891, 
and  he  passed  away  In  April,  1894.  William 
and  Philura  McCune  had  the  following  children : 
Louisa,  born  June  6,  1827,  died  in  Missouri  in 
1916,  the  wife  of  John  Ross;  Seth  D.,  born  De- 
cember 22,  1832,  married  Sarah  Van  Dyke,  and 
died  in  1893;  and  Matilda,  who  married  Harold 
Bowman. 

Francis  Marion  McCune,  the  other  child  of 
William  and  Philura  McCune,  was  born  Sep- 
tember 12,  1843,  and  as  a young  man  enlisted 
in  the  Union  army  and  served  in  the  Seventh 
Regiment  of  Ohio  Cavalry.  On  November  6, 
18G7,  he  married  Mary  Parminter  who  was  born 
in  Morgan  County,  Ohio,  July  12,  1848,  daugh- 
ter of  Jewett  and  Rebecca  Parminter,  early  set- 
tlers of  Morgan  County.  Jewett  Parminter  was 
bom  in  Penobscot  County,  Maine,  In  1800  of 
English  parentage  and  was  a boy  when  the  fam- 
ily moved  to  Morgan  County,  Ohio.  Jewett  Par- 
minter for  many  years  lived  on  his  farm  in 
Athens  County  where  he  died.  His  wife  Re- 
becca was  a native  of  the  Shenandoah  Valley  of 
Virginia,  and  related  to  the  Handcock  family 
of  that  State.  Francis  M.  McCune  and  wife  had 
five  children:  Lura,  bora  June  6,  1870;  Allen 

L.,  bom  February  11,  1872,  a resident  of  Akron. 
Ohio;  Ada  V.,  born  November  13,  1881,  wife  of 
Thomas  McCune  of  Athens  County;  Francis  M., 
bom  October  12,  1882,  a resident  of  Athens; 
and  Leon  B.,  born  July  14,  1885,  also  at  Athens. 

Lura  McCune  grew  up  In  Athens  County,  was 
graduated  from  the  Ames  High  School  and  took 
a preparatory  course  In  Ohio  College  at  Athens. 
November  1,  1893,  she  became  the  wife  of  Will- 
iam S.  Porter  who  was  descended  from  one  of 
the  pioneer  families  of  Harrison  County.  Mr. 
Porter  died  June  13,  1906.  He  was  survived 
by  two  children : Alva  E.  Porter  who  was  born 
in  Cadiz  January  24,  1896;  and  Francis  J.  Por- 
ter, bom  at  Cadiz,  January  13,  1902,  who  on  De- 
cember 19,  1920,  married  Bernice  Ramsey  of  Ca- 
diz. Alva  E.  Porter  was  educated  in  the  Cadiz 
High  School,  Franklin  College  and  Ohio  College 
at  Athens,  and  on  May  16,  1918,  enlisted  at  Ca- 
diz for  the  World  war,  entering  the  Student 
Army  Training  Corps  at  Valparaiso  University, 
Indiana.  Later  he  was  transferred  to  Orono, 
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Maine,  later  to  Camp  Hancock,  and  after  nine 
months  with  the  colors  received  his  honorable 
discharge  at  Camp  Sherman  January  18,  1919. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Selway  have  one  son,  David 
McCune  Selway,  bom  February  18,  1911.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Selway  are  members  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church.  Mrs.  Selway  has  always 
taken  a deep  interest  in  church  work,  and  she 
is  a member  of  Moravian  Trail  Chapter  of  the 
Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution. 

Josiah  Thompson  Barrick  is  a well  known 
resident  of  Harrison  Township,  Carroll  County, 
a prosperous  and  representative  farmer,  and 
comes  of  a family  which  deserves  a place  in  the 
history  of  this  part  of  Ohio. 

Mr.  Barrick,  whose  life  has  been  one  of  in- 
dustry and  since  his  majority  has  been  devoted 
to  the  cultivation  of  the  old  homestead  of  120 
acres,  was  born  on  this  farm  July  29.  1884.  a 
son  of  William  Clark  and  Mary  Margaret  (Ger- 
man) Barrick.  His  grandfather,  Samuel  Bar- 
rick,  came  to  Harrison  Township  in  pioneer 
days,  later  lived  in  Rose  Township,  and  while 
he  farmed  he  also  followed  the  trade  of  car- 
penter, building  many  of  the  houses  and  barns 
in  his  country  district.  As  a cabinet  maker  he 
also  performed  the  chief  functions  of  a pioneer 
undertaker,  making  the  coffins.  He  was  twice 
married,  and  had  seven  children  by  each  wife, 
two  of  whom  are  still  living.  William  Clark 
Barrick  was  the  second  among  the  children  of 
the  second  marriage.  He  lived  In  Carroll 
County  all  his  life,  was  a successful  farmer  and 
died  September  14,  1917.  His  widow  is  still 
living. 

Josiah  Thompson  Barrick  is  the  seventh  of 
ten  children,  and  as  a youth  he  attended  the 
country  school  at  Mount  Nebo,  and  for  three 
years  the  Dellroy  High  School.  He  found  duties 
and  responsibilities  ready  at  hand  when  he 
reached  mature  years,  and  since  the  age  of 
twenty  has  had  some  active  part  in  the  manage- 
ment of  the  old  homestead.  He  has  never 
married.  In  1921  he  and  his  brother-in-law, 
B.  F.  Sells,  purchased  the  John  Hess  farm  of 
156  acres. 

Mr.  Barrick  Is  a popular  citizen,  a man  of 
convictions  and  great  earnestness,  and  for  a 
number  of  years  has  been  a local  minister.  He 
is  a trustee  of  the  Pleasant  Valley  Church  and 
a teacher  in  the  Sunday  School.  A prohibition- 
ist in  politics,  he  was  a candidate  on  that  ticket 
for  county  auditor  in  1916. 

Donald  McGregor  Elliott.  The  life  of  Don- 
ald McGregor  Elliott,  one  of  the  successful 
farmers  of  Carroll  County,  has  been  such  as  to 
elicit  just  praise  from  those  who  know  him 
best.  He  has  spent  the  major  portion  of  his 
life  in  Harrison  Township,  where  he  lives  today, 
engaged  in  the  pursuits  for  which  nature  and 
training  have  best  fitted  him,  though  for  sev- 
eral years  in  his  early  manhood  he  was  also 
one  of  the  popular  teachers  of  the  county. 

Mr.  Elliott,  who  represents  one  of  the  re- 
spected old  families  of  Carroll  County,  was  born 
In  Harrison  Township  Allgust  18.  1884.  son  of 
William  Cellars  and  Nancy  Flora  (McGregor) 
Elliott.  His  father  was  also  a native  of  Har- 


rison Township,  and  in  early  life  taught  school 
in  that  locality.  The  rest  of  his  years  were  de- 
voted to  farming  in  Monroe  and  Harrison  town- 
ships, and  he  died  in  June,  1909.  Mrs.  William 
C.  Elliott,  who  is  now  living  at  Carrollton,  was 
bom  on  the  old  McGregor  farm  near  Atwood  in 
Monroe  Township.  Donald  McGregor  is  the  old- 
est of  three  children.  His  brother  is  Joseph 
Howard  Elliott,  and  his  sister,  Mary  Rebecca, 
is  the  wife  of  Wilford  Janson,  of  Canton,  Ohio. 

Donald  McGregor  Elliott  completed  his  com- 
mon school  education  in  the  Mount  Nebo  coun- 
try school,  was  graduated  from  the  Dellroy 
High  School  in  1903,  and  subsequently  spent 
two  summer  terms  in  the  normal  school  at 
Wooster,  Ohio.  By  experience  in  the  meantime 
he  was  well  qualified  for  farming  and  at  the 
death  of  his  father  he  took  charge  of  the  home 
place,  which  he  now  owns,  in  Harrison  Town- 
ship, on  rural  route  No.  1,  out  of  Dellroy. 

In  1910  he  married  Miss  Anna  Catherine 
Tope,  daughter  of  W.  S.  and  Mandane  (Camp- 
bell) Tope,  of  Monroe  Township 

John  S.  McBean,  M.  D.  The  late  Dr.  John 
S.  McBean.  of  Cadiz,  was  for  thirty-five  years 
a successful  physician  and  a leading  citizen  of 
Harrison  County.  He  was  bom  in  Cadiz  in  1840 
and  died  in  that  city  In  1907.  His  father,  Dr. 
John  McBean,  long  a leading  physician  of  Har- 
rison County,  was  a native  of  Scotland,  bora 
in  1797,  and  died  in  Cadiz  in  1875.  His  father, 
a member  of  the  clan  of  McBean.  married  Jessie 
Campbell,  of  the  clan  Campbell,  and  both  died 
in  Scotland  when  their  son  John  was  but  a boy. 
When  he  was  eight  years  of  age  the  orphan  boy 
went  to  the  West  Indies  and  made  his  home 
with  an  uncle  until  he  had  reached  young 
manhood,  at  which  period  of  life  he  came  to  the 
United  States  and  eventually  to  Harrison 
County.  Although  self-educated,  he  was  a 
learned  man,  versed  in  Greek  and  Latin  and 
the  classics.  For  a time  he  was  a teacher  of 
the  above  languages;  and  even  in  after  years, 
while  engaged  in  the  practice  of  medicine,  he 
at  different  times  tutored  a number  of  young 
men  who  in  later  life  became  eminent;  among 
them  having  been  Bishop  Simpson  of  the  Meth- 
odist Church.  He  read  medicine,  and  began  the 
practice  in  Moorefleld  Township,  later  removed 
to  Cadiz,  where  he  continued  to  practice  and 
at  the  same  time  kept  a drug  store.  For  many 
years  he  was  regarded  as  the  leading  physician 
of  Harrison  County,  if  not  of  this  section  of 
Eastern  Ohio.  In  Moorefleld  Township,  Har- 
rison County,  Dr.  McBean  was  married  in  1829 
to  Belinda,  the  daughter  of  Henry  and  Cath- 
erine Johnson,  both  natives  of  Pennsylvania, 
and  they  had  the  following  issue:  Jane,  Will- 
iam, Catherine  L.,  John  S.  Mary,  Harriet,  Julia 
M.,  Belinda,  Laura  and  Henry. 

Dr.  John  S.  McBean  was  reared  in  Cadiz,  at- 
tended the  local  schools  and  studied  medicine 
under  the  guidance  of  his  father.  Later  he 
turned  his  attention  to  the  law  as  a profession, 
read  law  in  Carrollton,  Ohio,  and  later  when 
his  preceptor  was  appointed  United  States  Con- 
sul to  Tangier,  Morocco,  Mr.  McBean  accom- 
panied him  to  Africa  in  an  official  capacity  and 
remained  abroad  for  a year,  when  growing  tired 
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of  that  service,  he  resigned  and  returned  to  Ca- 
diz and  resumed  his  medical  studies  under  his 
father,  at  the  same  time  gaining  proficiency  as 
a pharmacist.  In  1872  he  was  graduated  with 
the  M.  D.  degree  from  the  Medical  College  of 
Ohio,  at  Cincinnati,  and  in  that  year  entered 
the  practice  of  medicine  at  Cadiz. 

Like  his  father.  Dr.  John  S.  won  high  stand- 
ing in  his  profession  and  was  regarded  as  one 
of  the  eminent  practitioners  of  his  day  in  Har- 
rison County;  while  as  a citizen  his  course  in 
public  affairs  left  nothing  to  be  desired. 

In  1876  Dr.  McBean  married  Georgia,  the 
daughter  of  George  W.  and  Anna  Scott  of  Co- 
lumbus. She  died  in  1883,  leaving  one  son  John 
G.  McBean. 

In  1886  Dr.  McBean  was  united  in  marriage 
with  Alice,  the  daughter  of  Martin  S.  and  Mar- 
tha (McKee)  Kennedy,  and  to  this  second  mar- 
riage was  bom  one  daughter — Martha  Hollings- 
worth McBean,  who  married  Robert  Brokaw,  of 
Cleveland,  and  to  their  marriage  one  son  has 
been  bom,  Robert  Bums  Brokaw,  and  a daugh- 
ter, Anne  McBean  Brokaw. 

Dr.  Moses  Kennedy’s  father  was  Michael  Ken- 
nedy, bora  in  Ireland  in  1759  and  died  in  1846. 
married  Margaret  Thompson  in  1784.  Margaret 
Thompson  was  bom  in  1760  and  died  In  1837. 
They  had  three  children.  Ann,  Isabella  and 
Moses. 

Martin  Snyder  Kennedy  was  born  in  the  brick 
house  built  by  his  father  in  Green  Township  on 
January  25,  1832,  and  died  in  Cadiz  on  Sep- 
tember 11,  1903,  being  buried  in  Cadiz  ceme- 
tery. His  father,  Dr.  Moses  Kennedy,  was  bom 
in  County  Down,  Ireland,  on  December  24,  1797, 
the  youngest  of  three  children  and  only  son 
bora  to  Michael  and  Margaret  (Thompson)  Ken- 
nedy. He  was  educated  at  the  University  of 
Edinburgh,  and  when  nineteen  vears  of  age  he 
came  to  the  United  States  as  surgeon  of  the 
vessel  on  which  he  sailed.  He  came  to  Harrison 
County  and  entered  the  practice  of  medicine  at 
his  home  in  Green  Township,  about  four  miles 
out  from  Cadiz,  where  he  died  April  7,  1857. 
He  was  a successful  physician,  a kind  hearted, 
sociable  and  generous  man,  and  held  the  con- 
fidence of  his  patients  and  the  respect  of  his 
fellow  citizens.  He  married  in  July.  1920. 
Catherine,  the  daughter  of  Martin  Snyder,  an 
early  settler  in  Harrison  County.  The  maternal 
grandfather  of  our  subject,  named  Martin  Sny- 
der, was  a native  of  Germany,  where  be  was 
born  in  1728,  and  at  the  age  of  eighteen  he 
left  the  fatherland  to  seek  his  fortune  in  the 
new  world.  Arriving  at  New  York,  he  remained 
there  a short  time,  then  proceeded  to  Pennsyl- 
vania, where  he  married  Catherine  Amon.  and 
took  up  his  home  in  Adams  County. 

Martin  Snyder,  Sr.,  came  with  his  wife  and 
family  in  1800  to  the  new  state  of  Ohio  and 
settled  in  the  woods  on  a section  of  land  where 
is  now  Green  Township,  Harrison  County,  and 
they  had  to  blaze  the  trees  to  mark  their  path. 
At  that  time  even  where  Cadiz  now  stands  the 
country  was  a vast  forest  of  wilderness,  and 
the  stalwart  pioneer  family  experienced  all  the 
‘'dventures.  dangers  and  hardships  incident  to 
those  times. 


Their  children  were  Martin,  Henry,  Eve,  Eliiz- 
abeth,  Katherine,  Adam,  John,  Mary  and  Mota- 
lena,  all  of  whom,  save  Martin,  lived  to  be  over 
seventy-five  years  of  age.  A cemetery  had  been 
laid  out  on  part  of  the  old  homestead,  where  the 
grandfather  settled  and  he  was  the  first  to  be 
buried  therein.  He  and  his  family  were  mem- 
bers of  the  Lutheran  Church  and  it  was  his  in- 
tention to  put  up  a church  building  on  his  farm, 
biit  death  intervened.  In  1810  this  venerable 
pioneer  passed  away  at  the  age  of  eighty-two 
years.  His  wife  died  in  1821,  age  sixty-two 
years,  and  was  laid  by  his  side. 

Martin  8.  Kennedy  was  one  of  the  most  re- 
liable nien  of  the  community  and  held  the  re- 
spect of  all  who  knew  him.  He  was  a farmer, 
occupying  the  Doctor  Kennedy  place  and  lived 
there  with  his  family  until  the  year  1870,  when 
he  removed  to  Cadiz  to  live.  He  and  Joseph 
Clark  were  partners  in  the  lumber  business  for 
several  years — later,  Mr.  Clark  retired,  selling 
his  interest  to  his  nephew,  Oliver  Clark,  and 
this  firm  was  known  ns  “Clark  & Kennedy 
Lumber  Yards”  He  sold  his  interests  to  his 
partner  in  1900.  retiring  to  go  into  the  real 
estate  business.  Mr.  Kennedy  also  had  a host 
of  friends.  He  had  a quiet,  happy  disposition, 
with  a good  word  to  say  of  all  his  acquaint- 
ances. Good  nature  was  in  every  lineament  of 
his  countenance.  He  was  kind-hearted  and  al- 
ways ready  to  do  a good  act  for  a friend.  He 
was  also  interested  in  oil  properties.  He  mar- 
ried in  1859  Martha  McKee,  daughter  of  James 
and  Sarah  (Lewis)  McKee.  She  was  boro  on 
November  14,  1839.  and  died  July  3,  1882. 
Martha  McKee  Kennedy  was  a noble  Christian 
woman,  an  ornament  to  society,  always  kind  and 
sympathetic,  ready  to  assist  the  sick  and  the 
distressed  and  loved  for  her  virtues  of  heart 
and  mind. 

After  their  marriage  they  settled  on  part  of 
his  grandfather  Snyder’s  farm  in  Green  Town- 
ship. Harrison  County.  Among  the  early  set- 
tlers of  Harrison  County  none  were  more  iden- 
tified with  the  growth  and  prosperity  of  it  than 
the  McKee  family.  The  founder  of  the  family 
came  to  America  in  1815,  and  settled  in  Red- 
stone. Pennsylvania.  His  family  consisted  of 
twelve  children,  Robert,  the  father  of  James 
McKee,  who  was  married  in  1806  to  Rachel 
Wills.  They  soon  after  came  to  Ohio,  and  set- 
tled in  Harrison  County  where  they  died.  He 
was  a strong  whig  in  politics  and  was  an  ar- 
dent supporter  of  that  party.  In  early  life 
both  himself  and  wife  were  members  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  but  soon  after  marriage 
they  joined  the  Methodist  Church,  In  which 
faith  they  both  died.  He  and  wife  now  sleep 
together  in  Bethel  Cemetery. 

James  McKee  was  born  February  11.  1811,  in 
Archer  Township.  He  spent  his  youth  in  at- 
tending the  district  schools,  using  a clapboard 
with  the  alphabet  marked  on  as  primer,  and  as- 
sisting his  parents  in  various  duties  on  the  farm. 
November  24,  1834.  he  was  united  In  marriage 
to  Sarah  Lewis,  born  1814,  died  1906,  daugh- 
ter of  Joseph  Lewis,  a resident  of  Pennsylvania. 
After  marriage  they  settled  on  the  farm  on 
which  Mr.  McKee  died  and  which  he  labored 
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so  much  to  bring  to  the  high  state  of  cultivation 
which  it  had  reached  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

His  children  were  Mary,  Hanna,  Rachel,  Mar- 
tha, John,  Henry,  Joseph,  Amanda,  Robert  E., 
Eliza,  Adeline  and  Anna  Rebecca.  In  politics 
Mr.  McKee  was  a strong  and  enthusiastic  repub- 
lican and  was  a hearty  supporter  of  Abraham 
Lincoln  and  the  principles  which  led  to  the 
forming  of  that  party.  A member  of  the  Meth- 
odist Episcopal  Church,  the  same  as  his  wife, 
they  were  both  ready  and  willing  to  bear  their 
full  share  of  the  burdens  of  life  and  duty,  and 
were  ever  foremost  in  church  work.  On  May  8, 
1886,  he  passed  away,  leaving  his  children  and 
dearly  beloved  wife  to  mourn  his  decease.  He 
was  buried  at  Cadiz.  The  family  are  well 
known  and  highly  respected. 

Mrs.  Sarah  McKee’s  father,  Joseph  Lewis, 
was  born  October  31,  1769,  in  New  Jersey.  At 
an  early  age  he  married  Rachel  Canby,  a resi- 
dent of  Pennsylvania.  The  young  couple  com- 
menced housekeeping  Immediately  in  Pennsyl- 
vania. Their  family  of  children  was  a large 
one  and  were  named  Jesse,  Jacob,  Joseph,  Eliza- 
beth, David,  Vernon,  Lydia,  Rebecca,  Ester, 
William,  Rachel,  Sarah  and  Hannah.  Joseph 
Lewis  was  a whig  in  politics  apd  he  and  his 
wife  were  Quakers  in  religious  matters  but  the 
children  were  all  Methodists. 

Joseph  Lewis  died  September  4,  1863,  and 
was  buried  at  Bethel,  Harrison  County.  His 
wife  died  September  1,  1852,  and  was  buried 
at  Bethel  also.  The  eldest  two  boys,  Jesse  and 
Jacob  Lewis,  with  their  families  left  Chester 
County,  Pennsylvania,  in  1817,  came  to  Har- 
rison County,  Ohio,  where  with  their  brother 
Joseph,  who  came  later,  they  each  bought  a 
farm  in  Green  Township  where  they  lived  the 
remainder  of  their  days.  In  1829  the  parents 
with  Joseph  and  family  and  Sarah  and  Hannah, 
came  to  Harrison  County,  remaining  there  as 
long  as  they  lived. 

The  American  ancestor  of  this  branch  of  the 
Lewis  family  was  David  Lewis,  a Revolutionary 
soldier  who  came  over  from  England  and  set- 
tled first  in  New  Jersey,  then  in  Chester 
County,  Pennsylvania,  and  finally  in  Delaware 
County,  Delaware.  He  married  in  Chester 
County,  Pennsylvania,  1755,  Lydia  Vernon,  who 
was  born  in  1735.  Their  son  Joseph  who  was 
born  October  31,  1769,  and  died  September  4, 
1853,  married  Rachel  Canby  who  was  born  in 
1768  and  died  in  1791. 

The  children  of  Martin  S.  Kennedy  and  wife 
were  as  follows:  Frances  Isabelle,  deceased; 

Mrs.  Mary  Alice  McBean;  John  Franklin,  de- 
ceased; Moses  James  McKee,  Catherine  and 
Anna  Genevra,  the  two  latter  deceased. 

Mrs.  McBean  is  a member  of  Moravian  Trail 
Chapter,  D.  A.  R.,  and  is  eligible  to  the  Society 
of  Colonial  Dames. 

Mack  C.  Bower  is  showing  his  versatility 
through  his  continued  service  as  telegraph  oper- 
ator at  the  O.  B.  tower  of  the  Panhandle  divi- 
sion of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Lines,  near 
Bowerston,  Harrison  County,  a position  which 
he  has  held  since  1903,  and  by  giving  his  effec- 
tive supervision  to  his  excellent  farm,  which 
comprises  153  67/100  acres  and  is  situated  in 


close  proximity  to  the  office  in  which  he  Is 
telegraph  operator.  Mr.  Bower  purchased  this 
farm  in  1910  and  has  made  many  improvements 
upon  the  same,  including  the  erection  of  the 
modern  house  in  1914,  and  the  substantial  barn 
in  1916.  He  is  a scion  of  one  of  the  representa- 
tive pioneer  families  of  Harrison  County,  where 
the  village  of  Bowerston  perpetuates  the  family 
name,  and  in  the  general  history,  as  well  as 
numerous  personal  sketches  in  this  work,  will 
be  found  interesting  data  concerning  the  family. 

Mack  C.  Bower  was  born  at  Bowerston,  in 
Monroe  Township,  this  county,  on  the  23d  of 
May,  1885,  and  Is  a son  of  David  T.  and  Amanda 
J.  (McBeth)  Bower,  both  likewise  natives  of 
Monroe  Township,  where  the  former  was  bom 
May  14,  1850,  in  the  village  of  Bowerston,  where 
he  and  his  wife  now  maintain  their  home.  Mr& 
Bower  is  a daughter  of  John  and  Mary  (Web- 
ster) McBeth,  who  continued  to  reside  on  their 
farm,  in  Monroe  Township,  until  their  death, 
Mrs.  McBeth  having  passed  away  July  27,  1858, 
and  her  husband  having  survived  until  July  22, 
1863;  both  were  earnest  members  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church.  The  names  and  respective 
dates  of  birth  of  their  children  are  here  re- 
corded: Nancy,  February  21,  1834;  Marla,  May 
21.  1836;  Robert  C..  October  8,  1838;  David  J., 
June  10,  1841 ; William  H.,  September  30,  1843, 
died  of  typhoid  fever,  at  Nashville.  Tennessee. 
November  5,  1862,  while  serving  in  the  Civil 
war,  as  a member  of  Company  K.  Ninety-Sixth 
Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry;  Margaret  A.,  May  10, 
1846;  John  W.,  February  9,  1849;  Amanda  J., 
July  26,  1852;  and  Mary  C.,  October  18,  1856. 

David  T.  Bower  is  a son  of  David  and  Eliza- 
beth (Swinehart)  Bower,  the  former  of  whom 
was  born  May  14,  1803,  and  the  latter  on  the 
3d  of  July,  1806.  David  Bower  was  a repre- 
sentative farmer  and  miller  and  an  Influential 
citizen  in  Monroe  Township,  and  served  many 
years  as  Justice  of  the  peace,  with  the  result 
that  he  w*as  familiarly  known  as  ’Squire  Bower. 
Other  family  sketches  in  this  history  give  ample 
information  concerning  this  honored  pioneer. 
He  was  a communicant  of  the  Lutheran  Church 
and  his  wife  was  a Dunkard  in  religious  faith. 
They  became  the  parents  of  ten  children,  whose 
names  and  dates  of  birth  are  here  noted : Jere- 
miah, January  6,  1829;  Mary  Ann,  May  18, 
1831;  Isaiah,  April  26,  1833;  Ezekiel,  August 
IS,  1835;  Margaret,  August  8,  1837;  Obediah, 
May  15,  1840;  Caroline,  January  3,  1842;  Will- 
iam Henry.  January  15,  1845;  John  A.,  Septem- 
ber 1,  1847;  and  David  T.,  May  14,  1850.  The 
son  William  Henry  represented  Harrison  County 
as  a gallant  soldier  of  the  Union  in  the  Civil 
war.  He  enlisted  in  Company  A,  One  Hun- 
dredth Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  was  captured 
by  the  enemy,  at  Limestone  Station,  in  eastern 
Tennessee,  September  6,  1863,  and  was  there- 
after held  a captive  in  the  odious  Andersonville 
Prison  of  the  Confederacy  until  his  death,  which 
occurred  March  6,  1865. 

David  T.  Bower  has  been  actively  identified 
with  farm  industry  in  Monroe  Township  during 
the  greater  part  of  his  active  career,  though  he 
has  also  followed  teaming  and  carpenter  work 
at  intervals,  and  is  now  living  in  the  village  of 
Bowerston.  He  still  retains  ownership  of  a 
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farm  of  122  acres,  in  Monroe  Township.  lie 
and  his  wife  hold  membership  in  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  in  their  home  village.  Their 
marriage  was  solemnized  September  2,  1875, 
and  the  names  of  their  children  are  here  en- 
tered with  respective  dates  of  birth:  Louella 

F.,  October  1,  1876;  John  W.,  January  4,  1870; 
Albert  S.,  March  23,  1880;  Iva  R.,  January  11, 
1882;  Mack  C.,  May  23,  1885;  and  Ward  C„ 
August  1,  1805. 

The  early  education  of  Mack  C.  Bower  was 
obtained  in  the  public  schools  of  Bowerston 
apd  the  schools  of  Union  Township,  Carroll 
County.  At  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  in  the 
autumn  of  1903,  he  became  a telegraph  opera- 
tor in  the  employ  of  the  Pennsylvania  Rail- 
road Company,  and  he  has  since  continued  in 
this  service  on  the  Panhandle  division,  his  pres- 
ent post  as  operator  at  the  O.  B.  tower  having 
been  held  by  him  since  1903.  He  is  a democrat 
in  politics  and  he  and  his  wife  hold  membership 
in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  at  Conotton. 

On  the  11th  of  June,  1913,  was  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  Mr.  Bower  to  Miss  Ethel  Mark- 
ley,  daughter  of  Daniel  and  Laura  (Hoobler) 
Markley,  and  the  two  children  of  this  union 
are  sons — Donald  C.  and  Ernest  Dean. 

Martin  Washington  Borland.  Nothing  has 
interfered  with  the  continuous  play  of  Mr. 
Borland’s  interests,  industry  and  activities  as 
a farmer  since  he  started  life  for  himself  in 
Carroll  County.  He  is  one  of  the  leading  farm- 
ers of  Harrison  Township,  where  he  is  pro- 
prietor of  two  farms  aggregating  198  acres. 
His  home  is  on  rural  route  No.  1 out  of  Dellroy. 

Mr.  Borland  was  born  in  Monroe  Township 
of  Carroll  County  in  1860,  son  of  Washington 
and  Magdalene  (Easterday)  Borland.  He  is  of 
Irish  and  Pennsylvania  Dutch  ancestry.  His 
grandfather,  Samuel  Borland,  was  married  in 
Westmoreland  County,  Pennsylvania,  and  at  an 
early  day  came  to  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  where 
both  of  them  lived  out  their  lives.  Washington 
Borland  was  the  oldest  of  a family  of  two  sons 
and  one  daughter,  his  brother  being  William, 
and  his  sister,  Lyda,  who  became  the  wife  of 
James  Waddington.  Washington  Borland  was 
one  of  the  highly  esteemed  residents  and  pros- 
perous farm  owners  of  Monroe  Township,  where 
he  died  in  September,  1904.  His  wife  died  in 
February,  1895,  and  of  their  ten  children  Mar- 
tin W.  is  the  seventh. 

Mr.  Borland,  as  he  grew  to  manhood,  acquired 
his  education  in  the  country  schools  of  Nebo, 
Glendale  and  Dellroy,  going  to  school  in  winter 
and  working  at  home  on  the  farm  in  other  sea- 
sons of  the  year.  He  continued  assisting  his 
father  until  he  was  twenty-three,  and  then  for 
four  years  was  a share  farmer  on  his  father’s 
place  of  115  acres.  After  his  marriage  he  con- 
tinued on  the  old  homestead,  raising  crops  and 
live-stock  on  the  shares.  Eventually  he  bought 
fifty  acres  in  Harrison  Township,  and  his  con- 
tinued progress  has  brought  him  the  ownership 
of  the  larger  property  noted  above.  He  has 
lived  in  Harrison  Township  since  1917.  Mr. 
Borland  takes  an  active  part  in  local  affairs,  is 
a member  of  the  Farmers  Exchange  Elevator 
Company  of  Carrollton,  a member  of  the  Na- 


tional Grange  at  Dellroy,  and  was  elected  and 
served  two  years,  1916-17,  as  township  trustee. 
He  is  a democrat  and  a member  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church. 

In  1887  Mr.  Borland  married  Clarinda  Haz- 
lett,  a daughter  of  George  and  Louisa  (Gossett) 
Hazlett,  of  Harrison  Township.  She  died  in 
1891,  and  later  Mr.  Borland  married  her  sister, 
Mary  Jane  Hazlett.  Mrs.  Borland’s  grandfa- 
ther, Samuel  Hazlett,  came  from  Fayette 
County,  Pennsylvania,  and  her  great-grandfa- 
ther was  a native  of  the  north  of  Ireland. 
Mrs.  Borland’s  father  was  the  oldest  of  four 
children,  and  he  lived  for  some  years  in  Jeffer- 
son County  and  later  in  Harrison  Township  of 
Carroll  County,  where  he  died  in  1904.  By  his 
first  marriage  Mr.  Borland  has  one  son,  George 
Howard,  born  in  1890.  He  married  Verna  May 
Little  on  April  4,  1917.  She  is  a daughter  of 
Daniel  and  Mary  (FInefrock)  Little,  of  Rose 
Township,  Carroll  County.  George  H.  Borland 
and  wife  have  a son,  Ralph  Howard. 

Edward  Linder  utilizes  in  his  resourceful 
farm  activities  237  acres  of  the  excellent  land 
of  Monroe  Township,  Carroll  County,  his  home 
being  on  rural  route  No.  1 from  the  neighbor- 
ing town  of  SherrodBvllle. 

Mr.  Linder  has  the  distinction  of  being  a 
native  of  the  fair  little  republic  of  Switzerland, 
• where  he  was  born,  In  picturesque  Canton  Berne 
on  the  6th  of  March,  1861,  a son  of  Peter  and 
Elizabeth  (Krabill)  Linder.  The  home  farm  on 
which  Mr.  Linder  was  bora  is  situated  two  miles 
distant  from  the  City  of  Thun,  and  the  family 
of  which  he  is  a representative  has  been  for 
many  generations  actively  identified  with  stock 
farming  in  Switzerland.  Mr.  Linder,  the  third 
In  a family  of  five  sons,  acquired  his  youthful 
education  in  the  public  schools  of  Gwatt  in  his 
native  canton  of  Berne,  and  he  continued  his 
studies  until  he  had  attained  to  the  age  of  six- 
teen years.  He  then  entered  upon  an  appren- 
ticeship to  learn  the  baker’s  trade,  and  In  this 
apprenticeship  he  received  careful  instruction 
and  experience  under  the  able  direction  of  his 
father,  who  has  not  only  been  active  as  a 
farmer  but  also  had  conducted  a bakery.  After 
the  completion  of  his  four  years’  apprenticeship 
Mr.  Linder  continued  to  work  as  a journeyman 
at  his  trade  in  his  native  land  until  he  had 
attained  to  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  when, 
in  1882,  he  severed  the  ties  that  bound  him  to 
home  and  native  land  and  came  to  the  United 
States,  where  he  felt  assured  of  better  oppor- 
tunities of  winning  success  through  individual 
effort.  After  disembarking  in  the  port  of  New 
York  Citj*  he  passed  only  one  night  in  the 
national  metropolis,  and  then  made  his  way  to 
Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania,  where  he  found  em- 
ployment as  a cheesemaker,  a vocation  with 
which  he  had  become  familiar  in  his  native 
land.  He  next  passed  one  summer  on  the 
Crooked  Run  Farm  near  Oldtown,  Ohio,  and 
in  that  locality  he  thereafter  continued  to  be 
employed  as  an  expert  cheesemaker  for  a period 
of  six  years.  He  then,  in  1888,  returned  to 
Switzerland,  and  that  he  had  a definite  attrac- 
tion and  worthy  object  in  making  this  visit  is 
attested  by  the  fact  that  soon  after  his  arrival 
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In  liis  native  country  he  was  united  in  marriage 
to  Miss  Elezebeth  Meyer,  daughter  of  John  and 
Suzanne  (Wittmer)  Meyer,  the  father  of  the 
bride  having  been  a successful  farmer  near 
Thun.  This  marriage  was  solemnized  March 
19,  1888,  and  within  a short  time  thereafter 
Mr.  Linder  returned  to  America,  accompanied 
by  his  fair  young  wife.  They  established  their 
home  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  there 
Mr.  Linder  was  manager  of  a cheese  factory  for 
the  ensuing  two  years.  At  the  expiration  of 
this  period  he  came  to  Tuscarawas  County, 
Ohio,  and  in  consonance  with  cherished  ambi- 
tions and  well  formulated  plans  here  purchased 
a farm  of  100  acres  near  Strasburg.  There  in 
connection  with  other  departments  of  farm  en- 
terprise he  developed  a prosperous  business  in 
the  manufacturing  of  cheese,  according  to  the 
celebrated  Swiss  formulas.  At  the  expiration 
of  nine  years  he  sold  this  farm  and  in  1901 
purchased  200  acres  of  his  present  fine  landed 
estate  in  Monroe  Township,  Carroll  County.  In 
1912  he  purchased  an  adjoining  tract,  and  thus 
he  Js  now  the  owner  of  a valuable  property  of 
240  acres,  devoted  to  diversified  farming  and 
conducted  with  the  progressiveness  and  ability 
that  have  significantly  marked  the  course  of 
Mr.  Linder  during  the  entire  period  of  his  resi- 
dence in  the  United  States  and  that  have 
enabled  him  to  achieve  large  and  worthy  suc- 
cess through  his  own  efforts,  with  his  wife  ns 
a devoted  helpmeet  and  coadjutor.  On  his  farm 
Mr.  Linder  keeps  a fine  herd  of  cattle,  and 
from  his  milch  cows  he  obtains  much  of  the 
milk  utilized  in  his  successful  cheese  manufac- 
turing enterprise,  the  products  of  his  cheese 
factory  commanding  the  maximum  prices  when 
placed  on  the  market.  In  politics  Mr.  Linder 
has  aligned  himself  loyally  in  the  ranks  of  the 
republican  party,  and  both  he  and  his  wife  are 
earnest  communicants  of  the  Lutheran  Church. 

Concerning  the  children  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Linder  brief  record  is  given  in  this  concluding 
paragraph:  Walter  Edward,  who  was  born  May 
8,  1889,  and  who  is  now  successfully  engaged 
in  farming  in  Stark  County,  married  Miss  Ruth 
Busby,  daughter  of  Jacob  Busby,  and  they  have 
four  children — Leroy  Edgar,  Wilson,  Elizabeth 
and  Wilma.  John  Albert,  who  was  born  July 
4,  1893,  and  who  is  associated  in  the  activities 
of  the  home  farm,  was  one  of  the  gallant  young 
men  who  represented  Carroll  County  in  the 
nation’s  military  service  at  the  time  of  the  late 
World  war.  In  October,  1917,  at  Carrollton, 
he  enlisted,  and  after  being  sent  to  Camp  Sher- 
man he  was  assigned  to  the  Three  Hundred  and 
Thirty-second  United  States  Infantry,  Eighty- 
third  Division.  After  serving  six  months  as  a 
private  he  was  transferred  to  the  Cooks’  and 
Bakers’  School  of  the  army,  and  his  further 
service  was  in  connection  with  the  food-produc- 
tion department  of  the  army.  He  was  attached 
to  the  Quartermaster’s  Corps,  and  after  the  close 
of  the  war  he  continued  in  service  until  Octo- 
ber 11,  1919,  when  he  was  mustered  out  and 
honorably  discharged,  with  the  rank  of  sergeant 
of  the  first  class.  Elmer,  the  third  son,  was 
born  June  13,  1895,  is  likewise  associated  with 
the  work  and  management  of  the  home  farm. 
He  married  Miss  Ethel  McCartney,  of  Rose 


Township,  and  they  have  one  son,  William  Ed- 
ward. Edward  Carl,  the  youngest  of  the  four 
sons,  was  born  December  15,  1S97,  and  remains 
at  the  parental  home,  his  energies  being  en- 
listed in  connection  with  the  progressive  activi- 
ties of  the  fine  farm.  All  of  the  sons  were 
afforded  excellent  educational  advantages  and 
all  are  doing  honor  to  the  name  which  they 
bear. 

George  G.  Magee  is  a native  son  of  Carroll 
County  and  has  here  found  ample  opportunity 
for  the  exercising  of  his  energies  through  asso- 
ciation with  industrial  and  business  affairs.  He 
is  now  one  of  the  representative  merchants  of 
the  village  of  Dellroy  in  Monroe  Township, 
where  he  owns  and  conducts  a well  equipped 
hardware  store  and  also  handles  agricultural 
implements  and  machinery. 

George  Grant  Magee  was  born  in  Harrison 
Township,  this  county,  on  the  14th  of  August, 
1868,  and  is  a scion  of  Scotch-Irish  ancestry. 
His  paternal  grandfather,  William  Magee,  was 
born  and  reared  in  the  north  of  Ireland  and 
was  a young  man  when  he  came  to  America 
and  settled  in  Washington  County.  Pennsyl- 
vania. In  1850  he  came  from  the  old  Keystone 
State  to  Carroll  County,  Ohio,  and  settled  on 
a farm  in  Washington  Tow’nship,  where  he  be- 
came the  owner  of  160  acres  of  land  and  where 
he  and  his  wife  passed  the  remainder  of  their 
lives.  In  Pennsylvania  was  solemnized  his  mar- 
riage to  Miss  Anna  Scott,  whose  ancestors, 
according  to  family  tradition,  were  of  the  no- 
bility in  Scotland,  there  being  also  a strain  of 
royal  blood  in  the  family.  William  and  Anna 
(Scott)  Magee  became  the  parents  of  three  sons. 
John,  James  and  George,  and  of  the  number 
James  was  the  father  of  him  to  whom  this  re- 
view is  dedicated. 

James  Magee  became  a successful  farmer  in 
Harrison  Township,  where  he  continued  his  ac- 
tive association  with  agricultural  industry  until 
18S0,  when  he  came  to  Dellroy  and  retired.  He 
lived  retired  during  the  closing  period  of  his 
life  and  passed  away  on  the  12th  of  August. 
1916,  as  one  of  the  sterling  and  highly  esteemed 
citizens  of  the  county.  His  wife  did  not  lone 
survive  him.  ns  her  death  occurred  on  the  6th 
of  January.  1917.  both  having  been  earnest 
members  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church. 
They  became  the  parents  of  six  sons  and  one 
daughter,  and  of  the  number  George  G.  was 
the  fourth  in  order  of  birth. 

George  G.  Magee  gained  his  early  education 
in  the  public  schools  of  his  native  county.  In 
1893  he  became  the  owuer  of  a barber  shop  at 
Dellroy,  and  this  he  successfully  conducted 
eleven  years.  He  then  formed  a partnership 
with  his  father-in-law,  the  late  Crawford  Barnes 
Scott,  and  engaged  in  the  hardware  business  at 
Dellroy.  For  the  ensuing  fifteen  years  the  en- 
terprise was  successfully  conducted  under  the 
firm  name  of  Scott  & Magee,  and  since  the 
death  of  Mr.  Scott,  on  the  1st  of  April.  1900, 
Mr.  Magee  has  individually  continued  the  pros- 
perous business.  He  is  a stockholder  in  the 
First  National  Bank  of  Carrollton. 

Mr.  Magee  has  proved  himself  most  loyal  and 
progressive  as  a citizen  and  has  inviolable  place 
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In  the  esteem  and  confidence  of  his  home  com- 
munity. He  has  served  three  terms  as  town- 
ship clerk  of  Monroe  Township,  and  in  1912  be- 
came town  treasurer,  of  which  office  he  con- 
tinued the  incumbent  one  term  of  two  years, 
besides  which  he  has  been  several  times  selected 
a member  of  the  village  council  of  Dellroy.  He 
is  a staunch  supporter  of  the  cause  of  the  re- 
publican party,  and  he  and  his  wife  are  active 
members  of  the  Protestant  Methodist  Church  in 
their  home  village,  in  which  he  has  served  as 
class  leader  and  steward  and  also  as  superin- 
tendent of  the  Sunday  school.  He  is  now  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  church 


and  also  a trustee  of  its  parsonage. 

In  1S9S  was  solemnized  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Magee  to  Miss  Elsie  May  Scott,  daughter  of 
the  late  Crawford  B.  and  Margaret  (Dunlap) 
Scott,  and  the  two  children  of  this  union  are! 
Gladys  Margaret  and  Dwight  Scott.  The 
daughter  is  n^w  the  wife  of  Fred  Newell,  of 
Leagtt«ville,  this  county,  and  the  son  is  not 
$1  cwo  years*  of  age  at  the  time  of  this  writ- 
hU>  birth  having  occurred  on  the 
of  May,  1919. 


;l()fi:Fi:r  1'oKia.s  McCauley.  Numbered  among 
edsful  agriculturists  of  Harrison 
Qmnty,  the  late  Robert  Forbes  McCauley  of 
Ulonroe  Township  accumulated  during  his  life- 
time a competency  and  left  a valuable  farm 
and  good  name  to  his  family.  lie  was  born 
in  Monroe  Township,  Harrison  County,  Ohio, 
September  27,  1852,  a son  of  Robert  McCauley, 
and  grandson  of  Robert  McCauley  and  his  wife 
Mary  (Booth)  McCauley,  who  had  three  chil- 
dren, namely:  Margaret,  Samuel  and  Robert. 
Of  these  children  of  the  grandfather,  Margaret 
and  Robert  came  from  Ireland  to  the  United 
States  in  1832,  at  which  time  Robert  McCauley 
was  seventeen  years  of  age  as  he  was  born  in 
Ireland,  March  17,  1815.  They  settled  at  once 
in  Monroe  Township,  Harrison  County,  and 
bought  eighty  acres  of  land.  The  following 
year  their  parents  and  Samuel  Joined  them, 
and  all  spent  the  remainder  of  their  lives  in 
this  township. 

Robert  McCauley  was  the  only  one  who  left 
descendants.  Samuel  McCauley  never  married, 
and  while  Margaret  was  married  to  Alexander 
McCauley,  she  had  no  children.  They  were  all 
consistent  members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
and  they  were  of  Scotch-Irish  descent  from 
County  Tyrone,  Ireland.  The  wife  of  the  sec- 
ond Robert  McCauley  bore  the  maiden  name  of 
Sarah  Forbes,  and  she,  too,  was  born  in  Ire- 
land, a daughter  of  Thomas  and  Sarah  (John- 
son) Forbes.  The  children  born  to  Robert  and 
Sarah  McCauley  were  as  follows:  Booth,  who 
married  Elizabeth  Smiley;  Sarah  Jane,  who 
never  married ; Robert  F„  whose  name  heads 
this  review.  This  generation  also  belonged  to 
the  Presbyterian  Church. 

Robert  F.  McCauley  attended  the  district 
schools  of  Monroe  Township,  and  lived  at  home 
until  he  was  married  on  May  6,  1880,  to  Sadie 
A.  Brown,  a daughter  of  James  and  Rebecca 
(Evans)  Brown.  James  Brown  was  born  in 
Monroe  Township,  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  Feb- 
ruary 12,  1834,  and  his  wife  was  born  August 


I,  1836.  For  many  years  they  were  engaged 
in  farming  in  Monroe  Township.  Their  chil- 
dren were  as  follows:  John,  Sadie,  Annie  E., 
Laura  E.,  Robert  D.,  Mary  Ida,  Emma,  Eliza- 
beth, James  Edmond  and  Bell  Jane.  The 
Browns  were  Methodists.  The  paternal  grand- 
parents of  Mrs.  McCauley  were  John  and  Sarah 
(Davis)  Brown,  natives  of  Ireland.  John 
Brown  came  to  the  United  States  as  a young 
man,  and  was  one  of  the  pioneers  of  Monroe 
Township,  Harrison  County,  Ohio.  John  Brown 
and  his  wife  had  the  following  children:  Mar- 
garet, George,  Joseph,  William,  Samuel,  David, 
James,  Jeremiah  and  Hester  Ann.  They,  too, 
were  Methodists. 

After  their  marriage  Mr.  and  Mrs.  McCauley 
came  to  the  farm  now  owned  by  Mrs.  McCauley, 
which  is  near  Bowerston,  in  Monroe  Township, 
Harrison  County,  Ohio,  and  contains  160  acres. 
On  it  Mr.  McCauley  carried  on  general  farming 
and  stock-raising  until  his  death,  which  oc- 
curred November  26,  1902.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 

McCauley  had  two  children:  Olive  M.  and  Ida 

J.  The  latter  was  married  to  L.  C.  Price  and 
lives  at  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania.  Since  the 
death  of  Mr.  McCauley  Mrs.  McCauley  and 
her  daughter,  Olive  M.,  have  continued  to  live 
on  the  farm.  Mr.  McCauley  was  a supporter 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  but  his  widow  and 
daughters  belong  to  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church.  He  was  a Blue  Ix>dge  Mason,  belong- 
ing to  the  lodge  at  Leesville,  Ohio.  A man  of 
the  highest  principles  he  lived  up  to  them  and 
was  recognized  as  a person  of  fine  character 
and  pleasant  manner,  and  left  behind  him  many 
friends  in  addition  to  his  family,  to  mourn  his 
loss. 

Hugh  Wesley  Birney,  who  was  born  in 
Green  Township,  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  March 
17.  1848,  died  at  Cadiz,  judicial  center  of  his 
native  county  on  the  24th  of  November,  1916, 
known  and  honored  for  his  fine  personal  at- 
tributes and  also  as  a representative  of  one  of 
the  sterling  pioneer  families  of  this  section  of 
the  Buckeye  State.  In  connection  with  other 
personal  sketches  and  genealogical  reviews  ap- 
pearing in  this  work  is  given  adequate  record 
concerning  the  Birney  family,  so  that  in  this 
present  connection  it  will  not  be  necessary  to 
enter  again  into  these  details. 

Hugh  Wesley  Birney  was  a son  of  Asbury 
Birney,  who  was  born  in  Green  Township,  Har- 
rison County,  March  15,  1815,  a son  of  Hugh 
and  Elizabeth  (Brown)  Birney,  natives  of  Ire- 
land. In  1815  Hugh  Birney  and  his  wife  be- 
came residents  of  Chester  County,  Pennsylvania, 
their  marriage  having  been  solemnized  in  their 
native  land,  in  1800.  After  residing  in  Penn- 
sylvania about  four  years  the  family  came  to 
Ohio  and  Mr.  Birney  purchased  wild  land  in 
Harrison  County,  where  he  bent  his  energies 
to  reclaiming  and  developing  a farm  in  the 
midst  of  the  surrounding  forests,  and  where  he 
was  one  of  the  substantial  men  of  the  county 
at  the  time  of  his  death,  in  September,  1862, 
his  children  having  been  nine  in  number. 

Asbury  Birney  passed  his  entire  life  in  Green 
able  age  at  the  time  of  his  death.  He  achieved 
Township,  Harrison  County,  and  was  of  vener- 
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distinctive  success  in  connection  with  farm  en- 
terprise, and  in  1875  he  erected  upon  his  farm 
what  was  at  that  time  one  of  the  finest  houses 
in  the  county.  He  and  his  wife,  who  survived 
him  by  a few  years,  were  zealous  members  of 
the  Method  1st  Episcopal  Church.  On  April  23, 
1840,  Asbury  Birney  married  Miss  Ellen  McCol- 
lough, who  was  born  May  29,  1821,  In  Jefferson 
County,  Ohio,  where  her  parents,  Hugh  and 
Isabella  (Cunningham)  McCollough,  natives  of 
Ireland,  settled  in  the  year  1810.  Of  the  chil- 
dren of  Asbury  and  Ellen  Birney,  the  first 
born  was  Isabella,  who  died  May  22,  1863; 
Oliver  is  individually  mentioned  on  other  pages 
of  this  volume;  Almond  removed  to  Labette 
County,  Kansas;  Hugh  W.,  of  this  memoir,  was 
the  next  in  order  of  birth;  John  William;  Eliza- 
beth became  the  wife  of  Joseph  McCollough; 
and  Rebecca  J.  became  the  wife  of  Henry  K. 
Ford. 

Hugh  Wesley  Birney  gained  his  youthful  edu- 
cation In  the  schools  of  his  native  county,  and 
with  the  passing  years  he  achieved  marked  suc- 
cess in  connection  with  farm  industry,  he  hav- 
ing purchased,  In  1884,  a part  of  his  father’s 
old  home  farm,  and  having  improved  the  place 
with  a fine  new  house  and  other  good  buildings. 
He  gave  special  attention  to  the  raising  of  live- 
stock of  excellent  grades  and  was  a leader  in 
sentiment  and  action  in  his  native  township. 
He  remained  on  his  farm  until  the  spring  of 
1903,  when  he  removed  to  Cadiz,  the  county 
seat,  where  he  passed  the  remainder  of  his  life 
and  where  his  widow  still  maintains  her  home. 
He  was  affiliated  with  the  Masonic  fraternity 
and  was  an  active  member  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  in  which  he  served  as  a trus- 
tee and  as  recording  steward  for  a long  term 
of  years. 

Mr.  Birney  was  thrice  married.  June  15, 
1883,  he  wedded  Miss  Estella  Montgomery, 
whose  death  occurred  in  the  following  year. 
February  9,  1886,  recorded  his  marriage  to  Miss 
Hadassah  Jackman,  who  was  born  in  Washing- 
ton County,  Pennsylvania,  a daughter  of  An- 
drew and  Elizabeth  (Gaddiz)  Jackman,  natives 
of  Ireland.  Harry  J.,  the  only  child  of  this 
union,  died  June  26,  1895,  and  the  devoted  wife 
and  mother  passed  to  eternal  rest  December  20, 
1903,  a zealous  member  of  the  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church. 

On  the  22d  of  November,  1911,  was  solemn- 
ized the  marriage  of  Mr.  Birney  to  Miss  Caro- 
line Snyder,  who,  as  before  stated,  resides  at 
Cadiz,  she  being  an  active  member  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  and  holding  mem- 
bership also  in  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star. 
Her  father,  Jacob  Snyder,  was  born  July  5, 
1814,  and  died  October  21,  1896.  Mr.  Snyder 
remained  on  the  old  homestead  on  which  he 
was  born,  in  Green  Township,  Harrison  County, 
and  was  one  of  the  representative  farmers  and 
citizens  of  that  section  of  the  county  at  the 
time  of  his  death.  His  grandfather,  Martin 
Snyder,  was  born  in  Germany,  in  1728,  and 
came  to  America  as  a youth  of  eighteen  years, 
his  marriage  having  occurred  in  Pennsylvania, 
whence,  in  1802,  he  came  to  what  is  now  Harri- 
son County,  Ohio,  where  he  obtained  a large 
tract  of  forest  land  in  Green  Township  and 


where  he  remained  until  his  death,  in  1810. 
His  died  in  1821,  and  their  remains  rest 
in  tlfe  11)  tie  family  burying  plot  on  the  old 
home  £>fm.  Of  their  childretf'  eldest  was 
Martin,  Jr.,  father  of  Jacob.  »rS£tin,  Jr.,  was 
born  in  Adams  County,  Pennsylvania,  in  1775, 
and  came  to  Ohio  with  his  father.  In  1803  he 
here  married  Ruth,  daughter  of  Samuel  Tipton, 
who  had  settled  in  this  section  of  Ohio  in  1801. 
Martin  Snyder  and  his ‘wife  remained  on  the 
old  home  farm  in  Green  Township  until  their 
deaths,  he  having  died  as  the  result  of  injuries 
received  when  he  was  struck  by  a falling  tree. 
He  died  April  12,  1819,  aged  forty-four  years, 
and  his  widow  was  seventy-two  years  old  at 
the  time  of  her  death.  Both  were  earnest  com- 
municants of  the  Lutheran  Church. 

Jacob  Snyder  was  reared  to  manhood  on  the 
old  home  farm  and  continued  throughout  his 
active  career  to  be  one  of  the  representative 
farmers  of  Green  Township.  HAras  influential 
in  public  afTairs  in  his  community,  held  vaalpua 
offices  of  trust,  including  that  of  township" vu9 
tee  and  was  a stalwart  republican  fp  poliftcs^ 
June  24,  1847,  he  married  Miss  Elizabeth  BnLd- 
ford,  daughter  of  Thomas  Bradford,  of  QraM 
Township.  Jacob  Snyder  died  October  20, 
and  his  widow  died  April  27,  1899.  Of  thefr 
children  the  eldest,  Martin,  was  bom  March  %, 
1848.  and  is  still  living  on  the  home  farm.  He 
first  married  Mary  J.  Carson,  who  died  in 
August,  1875,  leaving  one  child,  Clark  W.  For 
his  second  wife  Martin  Snyder  married  Nancy 
Jane  McGuire,  and  they  became  the  parents  of 
six  children — Lizzie  (died  in  1900),  John  J., 
Walter  Clyde,  Mary  (died  in  childhood),  Caro- 
line and  Amanda.  Catherine,  the  second  child 
of  Jacob  and  Elizabeth  Snyder,  resides  at  Min- 
erva, Stark  County.  She  Is  the  widow  of 
Leander  Bigger,  who  died  March  25, 1898.  They 
had  three  children — Walter  (died  in  infancy), 
Mary  E.  and  George  B.  Sarah,  the  third  child, 
never  married,  and  her  death  occurred  April 
15,  1899.  Caroline,  widow  of  the  subject  of 
this  memoir,  was  the  next  In  order  of  birth. 
Isabella  is  the  wife  of  Finley  Mattern,  of  whom 
mention  is  made  on  other  pages  of  this  work. 

Charles  T.  McDevitt  is  a representative  of 
the  third  generation  of  the  McDevitt  family 
to  be  actively  and  successfully  concerned 
with  farm  industry  in  Harrison  County, 
where  he  resides  upon  his  well  improved 
farm  of  156  acres,  in  North  Township.  His 
grandfather,  George  McDevitt,  a native  of 
Pennsylvania,  was  one  of  the  pioneer  settlers 
of  this  township,  where  he  reclaimed  from  the 
forest  the  farm  upon  which  his  son  Thomas 
R.,  father  of  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  was 
born.  By  his  first  marriage  George  McDevitt 
became  the  father  of  eight  children,  and  his 
second  marriage  was  with  Mrs.  Susan  (Rutler) 
Scott,  eight  children  likewise  having  been  born 
of  this  union.  Mr.  McDevitt  died  in  February, 
1869,  in  his  seventy-third  year,  and  his  widow 
passed  away  in, 1872,  aged  sixty-two  years. 

Charles  T.  McDevitt  was  born  on  the  old 
homestead  farm  which  his  grandfather  secured 
in  the  pioneer  days,  as  noted  above,  and  the 
date  of  his  nativity  was  November  13,  1875, 
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and  this  farm  is  that  now  owned  and  effectively 
operated  by  him  whose  name  Initiates  this  re- 
view. On  this  farm  likewise  was  born  Thomas 
R.  McDevltt,  the  sixth  in  order  of  birth  of  the 
eight  children  of  George  and  Susan  (Rutler) 
McDevltt.  He  was  born  December  8t  1837,  and 
here  he  was  reared  to  adult  age,  his  educational 
advantages  being  those  of  the  pioneer  schools. 
When  the  Civil  war  brought  menace  to  the  in- 
tegrity of  the  nation  he  was  one  of  the  patriotic 
young  men  of  Harrison  County  who  promptly 
tendered  aid  in  defense  of  the  Union.  In  1862 
he  enlisted  as  a member  of  Company  A,  One 
Hundred  and  Twenty-sixth  Ohio  Volunteer  In- 
fantry, with  which  command  he  continued  in 
service  somewhat  more  than  three  years.  The 
regiment  was  ordered  to  Virginia,  where  it  was 
assigned  to  the  Third  Army  Corps  of  the  Army 
of  the  Potomac.  In  the  battles  of  the  Wilder- 
ness  Mr.  M<  l>evitt  received  a gunshot  wound 
that  eliminated  the  index  finger  of  his  left 
fcana,  but  after  the  wound  had  healed  he  re- 
turned his  place  with  his  regiment,  the  history 
which  constitutes  a record  of  his  valiant  and 
.faithful  ranw  as  a soldier  of  the  Union.  He 
|h'  part  in  many  engagements,  including  the 
Rattles  of  Spottsyl vanin  Court  House  and  Cold 
Harbor,  and  the  siege  of  Petersburg.  He  par- 
ticipated in  the  Grand  Review  of  the  victorious 
troops  in  the  national  capital  after  the  close 
of  the  war,  and  there  received  his  honorable 
discharge  June  28,  1865. 

Returning  to  his  home  In  Harrison  County, 
Thomas  R.  McDevltt  was  here  united  in  mar- 
riage in  the  autumn  of  1865  to  Miss  Sarah  A. 
Anderson,  who  wps  born  in  Carroll  County, 
near  the  Butterfield  Schoolhouse,  in  Perry 
Township,  and  who  was  a daughter  of  Robert 
and  Esther  (McCullough)  Anderson,  whose 
marriage  was  solemnized  in  Harrison  County, 
Robert  Anderson  having  been  a native  of  Penn- 
sylvania and  having  been  a young  man  when 
he  accompanied  his  parents  to  Harrison  County 
in  1838.  Thereafter  he  was  for  a time  en- 
gaged in  farming  in  Carroll  County,  but  he 
passed  the  closing  years  of  his  life  as  a farmer 
in  North  Township,  Harrison  County.  Of  the 
Anderson  family  more  specific  record  is  given 
on  other  pages  of  this  work,  in  the  personal 
sketch  of  Ralph  V.  Whittaker,  whose  mother 
was  a daughter  of  Robert  Anderson.  After  his 
marriage  Thomas  R.  McDevltt  continued  his 
activities  as  a substantial  farmer  in  North 
Township  during  the  remainder  of  his  active 
career,  but  he  passed  the  last  few  years  of  his 
life  in  Tuscarawas  County,  where  he  died ; his 
wife  having  passed  to  eternal  rest  in  Scio  and 
both  having  been  consistent  members  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  Mr.  McDevitt  was 
a republican  in  politics,  was  influential  in  com- 
munity affairs  and  served  as  treasurer  of  North 
Township.  Through  his  affiliation  with  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  he  perpetuated  the 
more  gracious  memories  and  associations  of  his 
career  as  a soldier  in  the  Civil  war.  Of  his 
six  children  Martha  and  Ella  died  when  young; 
Jennie  is  the  wife  of  Harry  Lightner,  of  Can- 
ton, Stark  County;  Bernard  died  when  a young 
man;  Charles  T.  is  the  immediate  subject  of 
this  sketch ; and  Robert  died  when  a young  man. 


Charles  T.  McDevitt  is  Indebted  to  the  schools 
of  North  Township  for  his  early  educational 
advantages,  and  he  remained  at  the  parental 
home  until  his  marriage,  in  1899,  after  which 
he  was  for  seven  years  employed  In  the  steel 
rolling  mills  of  this  section  of  Ohio.  Since  1906 
he  has  resided  upon  his  present  farm,  which  he 
rented  the  first  five  years,  at  the  expiration  of 
which  time  he  purchased  the  property,  as  this 
is  the  old  homestead  which  was  the  birthplace 
of  both  father  and  son,  as  previously  noted  In 
the  sketch.  Mr.  McDevitt  is  aligned  In  the  ranks 
of  the  republican  party,  is  affiliated  with  the 
lodge  of  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  at 
Scio,  and  he  and  his  wife  hold  membership  In 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  at  Hanover. 

The  year  1899  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
McDevitt  to  Miss  Olie  Lightner,  daughter  of 
Michael  and  Joan  Lightner  of  Stock  Township, 
Harrison  County,  and  of  this  union  have  been 
born  eight  children : Lucille,  married  Lloyd 
Cramblett,  of  Stock  Township,  Harrison  County; 
Gertrude  (deceased),  Mildred,  Ernest,  Marie, 
Charles,  Robert  and  Pauline. 

Cadmus  A.  Tope  owns  and  conducts  a well 
equipped  hardware  store  in  the  City  of  Carroll- 
ton and  is  not  only  one  of  the  leading  business 
men  of  Carroll  County  but  is  also  a repre- 
sentative of  a sterling  pioneer  family  of  this 
section  of  the  Buckeye  State.  He  was  born  in 
Harrison  County,  Ohio,  on  the  8th  of  June,  1863, 
and  is  a son  of  Dr.  Hiram  G.  and  Mary  A. 
(Schultz)  Tope,  the  former  of  whom  was  born 
in  Carroll  County,  July  1,  1839,  and  the  latter 
of  whom  was  born  in  Harrison  County,  where 
her  parents,  Solomon  and  Rachel  (Knouf) 
Schultz  established  their  home  in  1832  and 
where  they  passed  the  remainder  of  their  lives. 

Dr.  Hiram  G.  Tope  was  a son  of  Henry  and 
Catherine  (Croghan)  Tope,  both  natives  of 
what  is  now  Carroll  County,  where  the  former 
\?as  born  in  1813  and  the  latter  in  1818,  they 
having  removed  to  Peru,  Illinois,  in  1843,  and 
having  there  died,  just  two  days  apart,  in  1849, 
as  victims  of  an  epidemic  of  cholera.  William 
A.,  the  eldest  of  their  children,  sacrificed  his 
life  while  serving  as  a soldier  in  the  Civil  war; 
John  H.  removed  to  Michigan  and  engaged  in 
the  lumber  business;  Catherine  became  the  wife 
of  Craton  McCoy  and  their  home  was  in  Van 
Wert  County,  Ohio;  and  Dr.  Hiram  G.  was  the 
second  son. 

Henry  Tope  was  a son  of  George  Tope,  who 
was  born  in  1782,  and  who  was  reared  in  what 
is  now’  Carroll  County,  Ohio,  where  he  died  in 
1832,  after  becoming  the  father  of  four  sons 
and  two  daughters.  His  father,  George  Tope, 
Sr.,  w’as  born  in  Maryland  and  became  one  of 
the  very  first  settlers  in  the  present  County  of 
Carroll,  Ohio,  w’here  he  secured  a tract  of 
heavily  timbered  land  and  where  he  erected 
the  first  grist  mill  in  this  section  of  the  state, 
the  same  having  been  situated  in  what  is  now 
Union  Township.  The  original  American  an- 
cestor came  from  Germany  and  settled  in  Mary- 
land in  the  early  colonial  period  of  our  national 
history. 

Dr.  Hiram  G.  Tope  was  about  ten  years  old 
at  the  time  of  the  death  of  his  parents,  at  Peru, 
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Illinois,  and  was  then  taken  into  the  home  of 
his  maternal  grandparents,  who  established 
their  home  at  New  Hagerstown,  Carroll  County, 
where  he  was  reared  to  adult  age  and  was 
afforded  the  advantages  of  a well  conducted 
academy,  his  grandmother  having  been  100 
years  old  at  the  time  of  her  death  and  having, 
in  her  girlhood,  met  and  shaken  hands  with 
Gen.  George  Washington.  At  the  age  of  nine- 
teen years  Doctor  Tope  entered  a medical  col- 
lege at  Columbus,  Ohio,  and  after  his  graduation 
he  was  for  one  year  engaged  in  practice  in  the 
western  part  of  the  state.  He  then  returned 
to  Carroll  County  and  engaged  in  practice  at 
Perrysville,  which  continued  to  be  his  place  of 
residence  until  his  death.  In  1862  he  enlisted 
in  the  Eightieth  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  of 
which  he  later  became  assistant  surgeon,  in 
which  capacity  he  served  until  the  close  of  the 
Civil  war,  his  regiment  having  taken  part  in 
many  of  the  important  battles  of  the  war  and 
having  been  with’ Sherman  in  the  Atlanta  cam- 
paign and  subsequent  historic  “march  to  the 
sea.”  The  doctor  received  his  honorable  dis- 
charge, at  Little  Rock,  Arkansas.  August  13, 
1865,  and  then  resumed  the  work  of  his  pro- 
fession at  Perrysville.  He  built  up  a large  and 
representative  practice  and  was  for  many  years 
one  of  the  leading  physicians  of  Carroll  County, 
where  his  name  and  memory  are  revered.  His 
death  occurred  in  December,  1907,  and  his 
widow,  who  celebrated  her  eightieth  birthday 
anniversary  July  20,  1920,  still  resides  at  Perrys- 
ville, secure  in  the  affectionate  regard  of  all 
who  know  her.  Doctor  Tope  was  a republican 
in  politics,  was  affiliated  with  the  Masonic  fra- 
ternity and  was  an  appreciative  member  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  Of  the  two  chil- 
dren Cadmus  A.,  of  this  review,  Is  the  elder; 
and  Dr.  Ulysses  I.  is  his  father’s  successor  in 
the  general  practice  of  medicine  at  Perrysville. 

The  early  educational  discipline  of  Cadmus 
A.  Tope  was  obtained  In  the  public  schools  at 
Perrysville  and  was  supplemented  by  a higher 
course  of  study,  in  Harlem  College,  at  Harlem 
Springs,  this  county.  For  ten  years  he  was  a 
successful  and  popular  teacher  in  the  public 
schools,  and  thereafter  he  served  two  terms  as 
county  recorder  of  Carroll  County.  In  1894  he 
engaged  in  the  hardware  business  at  Dellroy, 
this  county,  but  about  two  years  later  he  found 
a broader  field  by  engaging  in  the  same  line  of 
enterprise  at  Carrollton,  the  county  seat,  where 
he  became  a member  of  the  firm  of  Campbell, 
Tope  & Reamer.  Upon  the  retirement  of  the 
senior  member  the  firm  name  became  Tope  & 
Reamer,  and  in  1918  Mr.  Tope  purchased  his 
partner’s  interest  and  became  sole  owner  of  the 
prosperous  business,  which  he  has  since  con- 
ducted in  an  individual  way.  His  establish- 
ment is  supplied  with  a complete  stock  of  heavy 
and  shelf  hardware,  and  the  various  accessories 
that  go  to  make  up  the  modern  hardware  store. 

Mr.  Tope  is  well  fortified  In  his  political  con- 
viction and  has  been  active  in  the  local  councils 
and  campaign  activities  of  the  republican 
party.  Both  he  and  his  wife  are  active  mem- 
bers of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in  their 
home  city 


January  1,  1885,  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Tope  to  Miss  Ella  Reamer,  who  was  born 
and  reared  in  Carroll  County,  and  they  have 
two  daughters:  Mary  E.,  a graduate  of  Mount 
Union  College,  is  the  wife  of  R.  M.  Stewart,  of 
Alliance,  Stark  County,  and  she  has  been  a 
specially  successful  teacher  of  music,  her  one 
child  being  a daughter,  Helen,  who  was  born 
February  2,  1912.  Sarah  L.  was  graduated  In 
the  Carrollton  High  School  and  the  celebrated 
musical  conservatory  of  Oberlin  College.  She 
is  a talented  teacher  of  music  and  china  paint- 
ing, and  is  now  the  wife  of  Roy  D.  Vasbinder, 
who  is  associated  with  her  father’s  hardware 
business. 

Bazeleel  Blazer  is  now  one  of  the  more  ven- 
erable of  the  native  sons  of  Carroll  County  still 
residing  within  its  borders,  and  he  remains  on 
and  has  general  supervision  oS  his  fine  farm 
estate  in  Monroe  Township.  He  is  an  honored 
representative  of  one  of  the  sterling  pidheer 
families  of  eastern  Ohio.  His  grandfather^ 
Bazeleel  Blazer,  in  whose  honor  he  was  named® 
was  born  and  reared  in  Germany  and  becau^^L 
resident  of  eastern  Pennsylvania  after  hiaJ^P 
migration  to  America.  In  the  old  Keystone 
State  was  solemnized  his  marriage  to  Miss  Jane 
Burgett,  a member  of  the  family  in  whose  honor 
the  Village  of  Burgettstown,  that  state,  was 
named,  and  of  this  union  were  born  the  follow- 
ing children — George,  Bazeleel  (II),  John,  Wil- 
liam, Joseph,  Hamilton,  Mary  A.,  Elizabeth  and 
Philip  B.  Just  prior  to  the  Inception  of  the 
War  of  1812  Bazeleel  Blazer  (I)  came  with 
his  family  to  Ohio  and  became  a pioneer  settler 
in  that  part  of  Jefferson  County  that  now  con- 
stitutes Lee  Township,  Carroll  County.  Here 
he  reclaimed  a productive  farm  in  the  midst  of 
the  forest  wilds,  and  here  he  and  his  wife 
passed  the  remainder  of  their  lives.  Though 
he  came  from  Germany,  it  is  a matter  of  family 
tradition  that  the  genealogy  traces  back  to 
Scotch  and  Irish  stock. 

► rhilip  Burgett  Blazer,  youngest  of  the  sons 
in  the  above  mentioned  family,  was  bom  on  the 
old  homestead  farm  in  what  is  now  Lee  Town- 
ship, Carroll  County,  and  the  date  of  his  na- 
tivity was  June  20,  1S17.  As  a boy  and  youth 
he  had  full  fellowship  with  the  labors  and  hard- 
ships that  marked  the  pioneer  era  in  the  history 
of  this  section  of  the  Buckeye  State,  but  the 
discipline  was  such  as  to  beget  self-reliance 
and  that  sterling  character  that  marks  appre- 
ciation of  the  true  values  in  the  scheme  of 
human  thought  and  action.  In  1840  was  sol- 
emnized the  marriage  of  Philip  B.  Blazer  to 
Miss  Mary  Allmon,  who  was  born  in  Jefferson 
County  and  who  was  a daughter  of  James  and 
Anna  (Preston)  Allmon,  pioneers  of  that  coun- 
ty. After  their  marriage  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Blazer 
located  on  a partly  reclaimed  farm  in  Lee 
Township,  Carroll  County,  where  they  remained 
ten  years.  In  1850  they  removed  to  a farm  in 
Center  Township,  and  there  on  the  6th  of  Feb- 
ruary, 1853,  occurred  the  death  of  the  devoted 
wife  and  mother,  who  was  survived  by  five 
children — Wiliam,  James,  Bazeleel,  Silas  P.  and 
Anna.  William  was  a resident  of  Jefferson 
County  at  the  time  of  his  death:  James  died 
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when  about  twenty-five  years  of  age;  Bazeleel 
is  the  immediate  subject  of  this  review;  Silas 
P.  became  a representative  farmer  of  Carroll 
County,  where  he  still  maintains  his  home;  and 
Anna,  who  became  the  wife  of  Matthias  Roude- 
bush,  is  deceased.  On  the  29th  of  June,  1854, 
Philip  B.  Blazer  wedded  Miss  Mary  Bothwell, 
who  was  born  in  the  City  of  Pittsburgh,  Penn- 
sylvania, and  whose  parents,  George  and  Jane 
(Armstrong)  Bothwell,  were  natives  of  Ireland, 
their  marriage  having  occurred  in  the  City  of 
Philadelphia.  For  a number  of  years  Mr.  Both- 
well followed  his  trade,  that  of  weaver,  in 
Pennsylvania,  but  in  1832  he  came  with  his 
family  to  Carroll  County,  Ohio,  and  established 
a home  in  Lee  Township.  Later  he  removed  to 
Harrison  County,  where  his  wife  died  Decem- 
ber 2,  1868,  and  where  he  remained  until  his 
death  in  January,  1877,  at  the  patriarchal  age 
of  ninety  yeajjs. 

Shortly  after  his  second  marriage  Philip  B. 
, Blazer  established  his  residence  in  Center 
Township,  wl^ere  he  developed  and  improved 
• one  of  the  finest,  farms  of  Carroll  County.  On 
tjis  place  his  death  occurred  May  9,  1889,  and 
fln  wife  survived  him  by  several  years.  Eight 
^Wflldren  were  born  of  his  second  marriage, 
namely:  Hamilton  R.,  Thomas  A.,  David, 
Joseph,  Philip  H.,  Morris  B.,  John  C.  and 
George  W.  A man  whose  character  was  the 
positive  expression  of  a strong,  noble  and  loyal 
nature.  Philip  B.  Blazer  marked  his  course  by 
large  and  worthy  achievements  and  stood  ex- 
emplar of  the  best  in  citizenship.  He  was  a 
republican  in  politics  and  was  twice  elected  a 
director  of  the  county  infirmary.  He  was  an 
earnest  member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  as  were  also  his  first  and  his  second 
wives,  and  he  was  one  of  the  honored  citizens 
and  representative  farmers  of  Carroll  County 
at  the  time  of  his  death. 

Bazeleel  Blazer,  to  whom  this  sketch  is  dedi- 
cated, was  born  in  Lee  Township,  Carroll 
County,  on  the  8th  of  November,  1846,  and  his 
early  education  was  obtained  principally  in  the 
rural  schools  of  Center  Township,  where  his 
father  became  the  owner  of  a landed  estate  of 
1.000  acres.  He  continued  to  attend  school, 
principally  during  the  winter  terms,  until  he 
was  seventeen  years  of  age,  and  he  continued 
his  association  with  the  activities  of  his  fa- 
ther’s extensive  farm  until  his  marriage,  at 
the  age  of  twenty-four  years.  After  his  mar- 
riage Mr.  Blazer  rented  a farm  of  160  acres  in 
Lee  Township,  whence  he  removed  four  years 
later  to  a farm  of  the  same  area  In  Washing- 
ton Township.  There  he  continued  his  vigorous 
activities  seven  years,  at  the  expiration  of  which 
on  the  21$t  of  March,  1882,  he  purchased  and 
removed  to  his  present  homestead  farm,  which 
comprises  162  acres  and  which  lies  adjacent  to 
the  Village  of  Dellroy.  In  addition  to  giving 
careful  supervision  to  the  management  of  his 
farm  Mr.  Blazer  conducted  a meat  market  at 
Dellroy  for  a period  of  three  years,  and  he  also 
has  the  distinction  of  having  been  the  pioneer 
mail  carrier  after  the  rural  free-delivery  service 
was  instituted  in  his  native  county.  He  became 
carrier  on  route  No.  1 from  Dellroy,  and  re- 
tained this  position  eleven  years.  He  was  ap- 


pointed at  the  time  of  the  administration  of 
President  McKinley,  and  continued  his  service 
in  this  capacity  until  January,  1903.  He  has 
since  lived  virtually  retired,  though  he  still  has 
the  general  management  of  his  excellent  farm. 
He  is  a staunch  Republican  and  his  secure  place 
in  popular  esteem  is  attested  by  his  having 
served  two  terms  as  trustee  of  Monroe  Town- 
ship. He  Is  affiliated  with  the  Dellroy  Grange 
of  the  Patrons  of  Husbandry,  and  both  he  and 
his  wife  are  zealous  members  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  at  Dellrov,  in  which  he  is  serv- 
ing as  a trustee.  In  his  farm  enterprise  he 
has  been  an  extensive  and  successful  breeder 
and  grower  *of  Shorthorn  cattle  and  Chester 
White  swine. 

October  27,  1870,  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Blazer  to  Miss  Susan  Martha  J.  McOaus- 
land,  who  was  born  on  the  25th  of  March,  1849, 
a daughter  of  the  late  Thomas  MeCausland,  of 
Lee  Township.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Blazer  became 
the  parents  of  two  sons:  Thomas  Walter,  who 
was  born  June  2.  1878,  was  for  eight  years  a 
Government  clerk  in  the  Army  and  Navy  Build- 
ing in  the  City  of  Washington.  District  of  Co- 
lumbia, and  he  now  has  the  active  management 
of  his  father’s  farm.  He  married  Miss  Laura 
Beam,  and  they  have  one  child,  Drusilla.  Rob- 
ert Warner  Blazer,  the  younger  son,  was  born 
September  6,  1881,  and  was  thirty-six  years  of 
age  at  the  time  of  his  death,  February  17,  1918. 

John  E.  Warner.  One  of  the  men  who  has 
found  It  profitable  to  devote  himself  to  agri- 
cultural pursuits  In  Harrison  County  is  John 
E.  Warner,  of  Monroe  Township,  whose  finely 
cultivated  farm  shows  the  effect  of  hard  work 
and  careful  planning.  He  was  born  in  Monroe 
Township,  February  17.  1888,  a son  of  Simon 
Henry  and  Florence  (Fierbaugh)  Warner,  and 
grandson  of  Jeremiah  Warner,  one  of  the  early 
settlers  of  the  township. 

Simon  Henry  Warner  was  born  in  Monroe 
Township,  and  was  reared  in  it,  and  attended 
its  schools  for  a period,  but  completed  his  edu- 
cation In  the  Hagerstown  Academy  at  Hagers- 
town, Ohio,  where  he  remained  for  several 
years.  Because  of  ill  health,  however,  he  did 
not  graduate,  and  returned  home.  His  father 
and  Emanuel  Bell  owned  the  first  threshing 
machine  of  the  neighborhood,  and  Simon  Henry 
Warner  began  operating  the  outfit,  and  was 
also  interested  later  on  in  life  in  saw-milling. 
A natural  mechanic  he  built  himself  the  first 
saw-mill  he  ever  owned,  and  secured  very  good 
results  with  it  His  death  occurred  August  4, 
1907.  His  wife  was  born  in  North  Township, 
Harrison  County,  a daughter  of  John  Fierbaugh. 
She  survives  him  and  makes  her  home  at  Can- 
ton, Ohio,  where  she  is  active  in  the  United 
Brethren  Church,  to  which  her  husband  also 
belonged.  Their  only  child  is  John  E.  Warner. 

Growing  up  in  Monroe  Township,  John  E. 
Warner  attended  its  schools  and  the  Bowerston 
High  School  for  nearly  two  years,  but  on  ac- 
count of  his  father’s  failing  health  he  could  not 
complete  his  courses  for  his  services  were  re- 
quired on  the  farm.  He  has  always  lived  on 
his  present  farm  of  145  acres  of  valuable  land, 
and  here  he  is  profitably  engaged  in  general 
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farming  and  stock-raising,  his  property  being 
known  as  the  “Rising  Sun  Stock  Farm.” 

On  November  30,  1916,  Mr.  Warner  was 
united  in  marriage  to  Mary  A.  Smith,  a daugh- 
ter of  N.  A.  Smith.  They  have  no  children. 
Mr.  Warner  belongs  to  the  United  Brethren 
Church  of  Bowerston,  while  Mrs.  Warner  is  a 
member  of  Asbury  Chapel  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church.  His  fraternal  connections  are  those 
he  maintains  with  the  Bowerston  Lodge, 
Knights  of  Pythias.  A hard-working  and 
thrifty  man,  Mr.  Warner  has  exerted  himself 
to  produce  the  best  results,  and  his  farm  is  a 
credit  to  him  and  his  township.  While  he  has 
never  cared  to  go  into  public  life,  he  has  always 
taken  an  intelligent  part  in  local  affairs,  given 
his  support  to  the  good  roads  and  similar  move- 
ments, and  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  repre- 
sentative men  of  this  region. 

William  Tobias  Thoblby.  One  of  Carroll 
County’s  most  enterprising  and  best  known  citi- 
zens is  William  Tobias  Thorley,  of  Dellroy, 
Monroe  Township.  Mr.  Thorley  during  an  ac- 
tive career  of  thirty  years  or  more  has  figured 
as  a business  man,  merchant,  farmer  and  pub- 
lic official.  He  owns  one  of  the  large  and  well 
improved  farms  of  Monroe  Township,  and  has 
also  developed  some  of  the  important  coal  de- 
posits of  this  section  and  is  president  of  the 
JDellroy  Coal  Mining  Company. 

Mr.  Thorley  was  born  in  Monroe  Township 
-June  29,  1868,  a son  of  John  and  Phoebe  (Bar- 
Tick)  Thorley.  The  father,  bom  in  Pennsyl- 
vania, came  to  Ohio  as  a young  farmer  in  Mon- 
;roe  Township,  where  he  died  when  seven ty- 
iflour  years  of  age.  He  was  a democrat  and  an 
active  member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church.  His  wife  died  on  the  homestead  at 
the  age  of  eighty-four  years.  'She  was  also  a 
member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 
They  had  two  children,  William  and  Laura  J. 
The  daughter  married  Beldon  Davis,  of  this 
township,  and  of  whom  mention  is  found  else- 
where in  this  work. 

William  T.  Thorley  is  a member  of  one  of 
the  old  families  of  eastern  Ohio.  He  grew  up 
on  a farm,  attended  public  school  at  Atwood  to 
the  age  of  eighteen,  and  then  began  an  ap- 
prenticeship at  the  carpenter’s  trade.  After 
completing  his  apprenticeship  he  worked  as  a 
Journeyman  and  also  as  a contractor  and  builder 
altogether  for  ten  years.  For  seven  years  he 
was  a hardware  merchant  at  Dellroy,  and  on 
leaving  commercial  lines  bought  160  acres  of 
land  near  Dellroy  and  has  enjoyed  marked 
prosperity  through  his  agricultural  enterprise. 
All  of  his  land  is  underlaid  by  coal,  and  for 
the  purpose  of  developing  this  and  marketing 
it  he  incorporated  the  Dellroy  Coal  Mining  Com- 
pany, of  which  he  is  president.  Mr.  Thorley 
is  also  a stockholder  in  the  First  National  Bank 
at  Carrollton,  and  is  a charter  member  of  the 
Dellroy  unit  of  the  National  Grange. 

He  is  a democrat  in  politics,  and  among  vari- 
ous public  officers  has  served  as  township  clerk, 
as  a member  of  the  School  Board  of  Monroe 
Township,  and  as  a member  of  the  City  Council 
of  Dellroy.  He  is  a member  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  at  Dellroy. 


In  June,  1894,  he  married  Miss  Dora  E. 
Hoobler,  daughter  of  Adam  and  Rebecca 
(Little)  Hoobler,  of  Rose  Township.  They  have 
three  children,  Olin  Forrest,  born  in  1896;  John 
Adam,  born  in  1898,  and  Laura  Jeanette,  bom 
in  1910.  Olin  Thorley  was  called  to  service 
during  the  World  war  at  Carrollton  March  4, 
1918,  and  was  first  assigned  to  Fort  Ogle- 
thorpe, Georgia.  For  three  months  he  served 
as  medical  private.  From  New  York  he  went 
overseas  to  Liverpool  and  to  London  and  landed 
in  France  at  Havre.  At  Nevres  he  was  trans- 
ferred to  the  Ninety-fifth  Motor  Transport 
Corps  as  an  ambulance  driver,  and  was  on  duty 
as  such  until  the  armistice,  and  continued  with 
that  branch  of  the  army  practically  a year,  re- 
turning home  in  June,  1919,  as  a first  class 
private. 

Lincoln  E.  Newell,  who  resides  upon  fine 
old  homestead  farm  which  was  the  place  of  his 
birth,  in  Monroe  Township,  Carroll  County,  and 
which  comprises  146  acres,  is  to  be  designated 
as  one  of  the  representative  agriculturists  and  • 
stock-growers  of  his  native  county,  and  in  cqfc 
nection  with  his  farm  enterprise  he  gives  sW 
cial  attention  to  the  raising  of  fine  Percheron 
horses,  for  which  he  finds  a ready  and  apprecia- 
tive demand  in  this  immediate  section  of  the 
state.  He  is  a popular  representative  of  one  of 
the  honored  pioneer  families  of  Carroll  County, 
with  whose  history  the  family  name  became 
identified  long  before  the  county  was  created. 
His  paternal  grandparents,  Peter  and  Christena 
(Garbrant)  Newell,  came  from  Hamden,  New 
Jersey,  to  Ohio,  and  settled  on  a tract  of  Gov- 
ernment land  in  what  is  now  Orange  Township, 
Carroll  County,  in  the  year  1919.  Here  the 
grandfather  reclaimed  from  the  forest  wilds  a 
productive  farm  of  160  acres,  and  here  he  and 
his  wife  endured  the  full  tension  of  the  early 
pioneer  days,  when  Indians  were  still  numerous 
in  this  section  of  Ohio  and  when  droves  of 
deer  roamed  through  the  wooded  hills  and  val- 
leys of  Carroll  County.  On  the  old  homestead 
the  grandparents  passed  the  residue  of  their 
lives,  and  they  became  the  parents  of  a fine 
family  of  thirteen  children. 

On  bis  present  farm,  which  was  purchased  by 
his  father  in  the  year  1848,  Lincoln  Elmer 
Newell  was  bora  March  27,  1861,  a son  of 
Jacob  and  Catherine  (Boutrager)  Newell,  who 
established  their  home  on  this  farm  shortly 
after  their  marriage.  Here  the  father  con- 
tinued his  active  association  with  productive 
farm  industry  until  his  death,  which  occurred 
when  he  was  about  sixty-five  years  of  age,  and 
the  devoted  wife  and  mother  long  survived  him, 
she  having  been  eighty-seven  years  of  age  at 
the  time  of  her  death,  in  1908.  Of  the  ten 
children  Lincoln  E.  of  this  sketch  was  the 
ninth  in  order  of  birth,  and  of  the  number  five 
sons  and  five  daughters,  he  is  the  only  one 
living. 

Until  he  had  attained  to  his  legal  majority 
Lincoln  E.  Newell  continued  to  attend  school 
at  New  Philadelphia,  Tuscarawas  County,  near 
the  old  home  farm,  his  studies  having  been 
pursued  principally  during  the  winter  terms  and 
the  intervening  summer  seasons  having  found 
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him  diligently  working  on  the  home  farm,  of 
which  he  is  now  the  owner.  His  filial  devotion 
to  his  mother  was  shown  by  his  tender  care  of 
her  from  the  time  of  the  death  of  his  father 
until  she,  too,  passed  away,  at  an  advanced 
age.  Thus  remaining  at  the  old  home,  he  re- 
fused to  consider  marriage  so  long  as  his  de- 
voted mother  remained  with  him,  but  after  her 
death,  in  1908,  he  wedded  Miss  Minnie  Caughell, 
daughter  of  John  and  Elizabeth  (Gardiner) 
Caughell,  of  White  County,  Indiana.  Mrs. 
Newell  is  the  popular  chatelaine  of  the  attrac- 
tive rural  home  and  makes  it  a center  of  gener- 
ous hospitality.  Mr.  Newell  is  a republican  in 
politics  and  he  has  not  become  self-centered  in 
his  successful  activities  as  a farmer  but  shows 
loyal  interest  in  community  affairs  and  gives 
his  influence  and  co-operation  in  the  further- 
ance of  measures  advanced  for  the  general 
welfare,  along  both  civic  and  material  lines. 
He  is  a great  lover  of  music  and  played  a cornet 
in  the  band  for  more  than  twenty-five  years. 
He  can  also  Htflay  the  violin. 

JBerbebt  R.  Davy.  The  attractive  Village  of 
* ^llroy  in  Monroe  Township,  Carroll  County, 
has  its  full  complement  of  well  ordered  business 
establishments,  and  prominent  among  the  num- 
ber is  the  furniture  and  undertaking  store 
owned  and  conducted  by  Herbert  Roy  Davy, 
who  is  not  only  one  of  the  representative  busi- 
ness men  of  the  village  but  also  one  of  its 
progressive  and  enterprising  citizens.  He  was 
born  in  Rose  Township,  this  county,  on  the  5th 
of  August,  1881,  and  is  a son  of  Abraham  Gor- 
don Davy  and  Sarah  (Little)  Davy.  His  pa- 
ternal grandfather,  Dorsey  Davy,  of  Scotch- 
Irish  lineage,  came  from  Maryland  to  Carroll 
County,  Ohio,  and  became  a prosperous  farmer 
in  Rose  Township,  besides  which  he  here  suc- 
cessfully practiced  his  profession,  that  of  veter- 
inary surgeon,  and  also  developed  a substantial 
business  in  the  buying  of  horses  and  shipping 
them  to  the  eastern  markets.  His  death 
occurred  in  1888,  and  his  wife,  whose  family 
name  was  Gordon,  passed  to  eternal  rest  in 
1893.  It  is  a tradition,  practically  authentic, 
that  the  Davy  family  of  Carroll  County  can 
trace  lineal  descent  from  Sir  Humphrey  Davy, 
and  representatives  of  the  name  came  to 
America  on  the  historic  ship  “Mayflower.” 
From  New  England  members  of  the  family  re- 
moved to  Mafyland,  where  they  became  owners 
of  large  landed  estates  and  also  held  slaves. 
The  slavery  question  caused  a division  of  family 
sentiment  in  Maryland  long  prior  to  the  Civil 
war,  and  it  was  largely  owing  to  his  opposition 
to  the  institution  of  human  slavery  that  Dr. 
Dorsey  Davy  left  his  native  state  and  estab- 
lished his  home  in  Ohio,  as  already  noted  in 
this  paragraph.  Of  his  three  children  who  at- 
tained to  years  of  maturity  Abraham  G.  is  the 
youngest.  The  latter  long  held  prestige  as  one 
of  the  representative  farmers  of  Rose  Town- 
ship, where  he  still  resides  on  his  fine  farm  of 
200  acres,  though  he  is  now  virtually  retired 
from  the  active  labors  and  responsibilities  that 
long  engaged  his  time  and  attention.  His  wife 
died  in  October,  1918,  and  is  survived  by  one 
son  and  three  daughters,  the  subject  of  this 


sketch,  the  only  son,  having  been  the  third  in 
order  of  birth. 

Herbert  R.  Davy  attended  the  public  schools 
of  Dellroy,  later  attended  Sfcio  College  in  Har- 
rison County,  and  thereafter  was  for  two  years 
a student  in  the  preparatory  department  of 
Wooster  University,  where  he  completed  a 
normal  course.  For  thirteen  years  thereafter 
he  was  a successful  and  popular  teacher  in  the 
public  schools  of  Carroll  County  and  for  two 
years  in  Columbiana  County,  his  pedagogic  ser- 
vice having  been  in  both  rural  and  village 
schools.  For  five  years  he  was  mail  carrier  on 
one  of  the  rural  free-delivery  routes  from  the 
Dellroy  postoflice,  and  in  1918  he  established  his 
present  furniture  and  undertaking  business,  his 
establishment  being  modern  in  equipment  and 
service  in  all  departments  and  the  enterprise 
being  one  of  important  and  successful  order. 
He  is  a stockholder  in  the  First  National  Bank 
of  Carrollton,  and  has  been  appointed  as  de- 
positor for  the  bank  for  the  town  and  com- 
munity. 

With  secure  place  in  popular  confidence  and 
esteem  in  his  native  county,  and  with  well 
fortified  convictions  that  place  him  in  the  ranks 
of  the  democratic  party,  Mr.  Davy  has  been 
called  upon  to  serve  in  various  local  offices  of 
public  trust,  including  those  of  trustees  of  Mon- 
roe Township,  township  clerk,  and  village  clerk 
and  trustee  of  Dellroy.  He  served  one  term  as 
a member  of  the  village  council  and  two  terms 
as  a member  of  the  Board  of  Education  of 
Dellroy. 

The  year  1908  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Davy  to  Miss  Hazel  Herrold,  daughter  of  Hem- 
ming Herrold,  a representative  citizen  of  Dell- 
roy, and  the  one  child  of  this  union  is  a 
daughter,  Mildred. 

John  W.  Slates.  Among  the  well-cultivated 
farms  of  Archer  Township  is  the  one  of  136 
acres  owned  by  Bachel  Welch  and  operated  by 
John  W.  Slates,  a prosperous  agriculturist  of 
Harrison  County.  He  was  born  in  Missouri, 
January  23,  1873,  a son  of  Adam  Slates,  and 
grandson  of  William  Slates.  Adam  Slates  was 
bora  in  Loudon  Township,  Carroll  County, 
Ohio,  and  his  wife,  Elizabeth  McConnell,  was 
born  in  Lee  Township,  Carroll  County,  a daugh- 
ter of  Joseph  McConnell.  With  the  exception 
of  a few  years  that  he  spent  in  the  State  of 
Missouri,  Adam  Slates  passed  his  life  in  Carroll 
County,  and  he  was  a farmer  by  occupation. 
His  death  occurred  in  November,  1885,  but  his 
widow  survives  him.  Their  children  were  as 
follows:  Mary,  who  married  David  Stenger; 
Edwin ; John  W. ; Cora  M.,  who  married  Eman- 
uel Hendricks;  and  George,  who  died  when 
about  eighteen  months  old. 

Although  bora  in  Missouri,  John  W.  Slates 
was  reared  in  Loudon  Township,  Carroll 
County,  and  attended  the  Kilgore  School  of 
that  township.  As  a young  man  he  begaq 
working  by  the  month  among  farmers,  and  con- 
tinued this  plan  until  1903,  when  he  began 
operating  rented  land,  and  In  March,  1919, 
moved  on  the  present  farm,  where  he  is  carry- 
ing on  general  farming  and  stock-raising,  spe- 
cializing on  sheep. 
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On  November  28,  1901,  Mr.  Slates  was  mar- 
ried to  Emma  Finnicum,  a daughter  of  A.  W. 
Finnicum,  and  they  have  three  children,  namely : 
Harry  J.t  Dorothy  Fay  and  Dora  May,  the  last 
two  named  being  twins.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Slates 
and  their  children  are  members  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  of  Hanover. 

A.  W.  Finnicum,  father  of  Mrs.  Slates,  was 
born  in  Rumley  Township,  Harrison  County, 
December  26,  1849,  a son  of  George  and  Lydia 
Ann  (Hilbert)  Finnicum,  and  grandson  of 
Thomas  and  Phoebe  Finnicum.  Thomas  Finni- 
cum was  one  of  the  early  settlers  of  Rumley 
Township,  where  he  spent  the  remainder  of 
his  life.  He  had  come  to  Harrison  County 
from  England,  which  was  his  native  land,  but 
stopped  for  a brief  period  in  Pennsylvania, 
where  his  son,  George  Finnicum,  was  born. 

George  Finnicum  grew  to  manhood  in  Rumley 
Township  where  he  became  a farmer,  and  he 
was  engaged  in  this  line  of  work  all  of  h|s 
life.  The  children  born  to  George  Finnicum 
and  his  wife  were  as  follows:  Thomas,  Jennie, 
Mary,  A.  W.,  Hattie,  George,  Allen,  Frank  and 
one  other. 

Until  his  marriage  A.  W.  Finnicum,  who  had 
been  reared  in  Rumley  Township  and  educated 
in  its  schools,  worked  among  the  farmers  of 
that  region,  but  afterwards  he  began  farming 
on  his  own  account,  and  has  been  a resident  of 
Archer  Township  ever  since.  He  and  his  wife 
own  ninety- two  acres  of  land  and  live  along 
the  Cadiz  and  Jewett  turnpike. 

In  1872  A.  W.  Finnicum  was  united  in  mar- 
riage with  Amanda  Carnaga,  a daughter  of 
Manassa  and  Elizabeth  Carnaga,  and  they  be- 
came the  parents  of  the  following  children: 
George,  who  died  at  the  age  of  four  years; 
Joseph  Frank,  who  died  in  childhood;  Emma, 
who  is  Mrs.  Slates;  Blanche;  Elmer;  Myrtle; 
Mary  and  Jessie.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Finnicum  be- 
long to  the  Presbyterian  Church.  Both  the 
Slates  and  Finnicum  families  stand  high  in  pub- 
lic estimation,  and  those  bearing  one  or  other 
of  these  names  have  every  reason  to  be  proud 
of  their  honorable  line  of  upright,  industrious 
ancestors. 

Alonzo  Tipton  is  a representative  of  the  third 
generation  of  the  Tipton  family  to  be  actively 
and  successfully  identified  with  productive  farm 
enterprise  in  German  Township,  Harrison 
County,  where  he  owns  and  operates  an  excel- 
lent farm  of  105  acres.  He  was  born  in  this 
township,  on  the  13th  of  November,  1879,  and 
is  a son  of  William  M.  and  Elizabeth  Jane 
(Gotschall)  Tipton,  both  likewise  natives  of 
Harrison  County,  where  the  former  was  born 
April  6.  1844,  and  the  latter  on  the  22d  of 
July,  1851.  their  marriage  having  been  solemn- 
ized June  8,  1876. 

William  M.  Tipton  devoted  his  active  career 
to  farm  industry,  in  German  Township,  and 
was  one  of  the  substantial  and  highly  respected 
citizens  of  his  native  county  at  the  time  of 
his  death,  October  26.  1916.  He  was  a member 
of  Center  Unity  (Presbyterian)  Church,  as  is 
also  his  widow,  who  resides  with  her  son, 
Alonzo,  and  whose  father.  John  Gotschall,  was 
an  early  settler  in  this  county.  William  M. 


Tipton  was  a son  of  William  and  Jane  (McKIt- 
trick)  Tipton,  the  former  of  whom  was  born  in 
1811  and  the  latter  in  1815.  William  Tipton 
was  born  and  reared  in  Pennsylvania  and  be- 
came one  of  the  pioneer  settlers  of  Harrison 
County,  Ohio,  where  he  long  held  prestige  as 
one  of  the  substantial  farmers  in  German 
Township.  Mr.  Tipton  held  membership  in  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  and  his  wife  was 
a member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  They 
became  the  parents  of  ten  children : Mary  Ann, 
Drusilla,  Albert  and  Alexander  (both  died  in 
early  childhood),  Catherine  (Mrs.  Philip  Peo- 
ple), Edmund  (died  in  young  manhood),  Wil- 
liam M.  (father  of  the  subject  of  this  review), 
Eliza  Jane,  James  Stewart,  and  Julia  Ann  (Mrs. 
Marlon  Houser).  Mr.  and  Mrs.  William  M. 
Tipton  became  the  parents  of  three  children : 
Amidella  is  the  wife  of  Frank  Davidson  and 
they  reside  in  the  State  of  Iowa ; Alonzo,  of 
this  sketch,  was  the  next  in  order  of  birth:  and 
I^eander  is  a resident  of*  German  Township. 

Alonzo  Tipton  was  reared  to  the  sturdy  and 
invigorating  discipline  of  the  farm  and  profited 
duly  by  the  advantages  offered  in  the  distort 
schools  of  German  Township.  He  has  from  Is 
youth  been  continuously  Identified  with  farm 
industry  in  this  township  and  is  one  of  the 
progressive  exponents  of  agricultural  and  live- 
stock enterprise  in  his  native  county,  where  his 
circle  of  friends  Is  coincident  with  that  of  his 
acquaintances.  He  has  had  no  desire  to  enter 
the  arena  of  practical  politics  but  gives  loyal 
support  to  the  cause  of  the  republican  party. 
His  wife  is  an  active  member  of  the  Center 
Unity  Presbyterian  Church. 

On  the  27th  of  December,  1902,  Mr.  Tipton 
was  united  in  marriage  to  Miss  Mary  Helen 
Busby,  daughter  of  Edward  H.  Busby,  of  whom 
individual  mention  is  made  on  other  pages  of 
this  volume.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Tipton  have  four 
children,  whose  names  and  respective  years  of 
birth  are  here  designated : Beatrice  Lucille, 
1903;  F*red  Alonzo,  1905;  Gayle  Busby,  1908; 
and  Hazel  Elizabeth,  1914. 

Dudley  Melville  Mastebs  is  one  of  the  sub- 
stantial business  men  of  Carroll  County  who 
is  devoting  his  abilities  to  merchandising,  and 
owns  a general  store  at  New  Harrisburg,  Harri- 
son Township,  which  is  a source  of  supply  to 
the  farmers  for  a wide  radius.  Mr.  Masters 
was  born  at  New  Harrisburg,  December  3.  1868. 
a son  of  David  Marion  and  Sarah  Ann  (Barr) 
Masters,  of  English  stock.  The  grandfather, 
Isaac  Masters,  was  born  in  Westmoreland 
County.  Pennsylvania,  and  died  in  that  county 
when  he  was  seventy-one  years  old.  He  mar- 
ried Mary  A.  Thompson,  and  they  had  two  chil- 
dren. of  whom  David  M.  Masters  was  the  elder, 
his  sister  being  Sarah  Jane,  who  married  Isaac 
B.  Woods  and  they  live  at  Malvern.  Ohio. 
After  the  death  of  her  first  husband.  Mrs. 
Isaac  Masters,  grandmother  of  Dudley  M.  Mas- 
ters, married  George  Washington  Criswell,  of 
Stark  County,  Ohio,  who  died  in  1900.  she  hav- 
ing j>assed  away  in  1912.  David  M.  Masters 
attended  the  country  schools,  and  learned  the 
trades  of  shoemaker  and  stone  mason.  His 
death  took  place  at  New  Harrisburg,  Ohio.  Au- 
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gust  19,  1920,  but  his  widow  survives  him. 
They  had  five  children,  four  sons  and  one 
daughter,  of  whom  Dudley  M.  was  the  first 
born. 

Dudley  M.  Masters  went  to  the  schools  of 
New  Harrisburg  until  he  was  sixteen  years  old, 
and  then  went  to  the  Mount  Union  School  for 
a year.  For  five  years  he  was  engaged  in  teach- 
ing school  at  New  Harrisburg,  for  one  year  was 
in  charge  of  the  school  at  Cold  Spring,  and  for 
two  years  taught  at  Dublin,  Brown  Township, 
Carroll  County.  In  1895  he  left  the  educational 
field  to  become  a merchant,  and  established  his 
present  store  at  New  Harrisburg,  where  he  has 
built  up  a valuable  trade.  He  owns  three  and 
one-half  acres  of  land  surrounding  his  residence 
which  is  near  New  Harrisburg.  In  addition  to 
his  store  Mr.  Masters  has  other  interests  and 
is  a stockholder  in  the  First  National  Bank  of 
Carrollton.  Active  as  a republican  he  was 
elected  on  his  party  ticket  township  clerk  and 
served  as  such  for  three  terms,  and  for  one 
term  was  a justice  of  the  peace.  The  Christian 
Church  holds  his  membership,  and  he  gives  it 
a ^earnest  support. 

December  25,  1894,  Mr.  Masters  was  mar- 
ried to  Emma  R.  Boggs,  a daughter  of  Ezra  and 
Clarentine  (Scott)  Boggs,  of  Harrison  Town- 
ship, and  they  became  the  parents  of  three 
children,  namely : Olan  Boggs,  who  lives  at 
Youngstown,  Ohio;  Edward  LeMoine,  who  is  at 
home;  and  Ruth  Alma,  who  is  also  at  home. 

O.  B.  Masters  enlisted  at  Youngstown.  Ohio, 
in  the  United  States  Navy,  on  July  9,  1917,  and 
was  sent  to  the  Great  Lakes  Training  Station 
at  Chicago,  Illinois,  where  he  did  clerical  work 
until  he  was  released  in  January,  1918,  but  is 
still  in  the  Reserves. 

Geobob  Walter  Yoder.  That  mankind  ac- 
complishes most  in  congenial  occupations  and 
among  congenial  surroundings  is  confirmed 
anew  by  the  farmers  of  Carroll  County. 
Greater  prosperity,  as  indicated  by  fertile  and 
productive  farms,  high-grade  schools,  churches 
and  social  organizations,  it  would  be  hard  to 
find  in  any  agricultural  community.  A uniform 
standard  of  excellence  and  a concerted  effort 
to  maintain  this  standard  largely  is  responsible 
for  this  desirable  condition.  East  Township 
claims  her  share  of  prosperity  promoters,  and 
of  these  one  who  is  known  to  be  progressive, 
enterprising  and  constructive  in  his  work  and 
citizenship  is  George  Walter  Yoder. 

Mr.  Yoder  was  born  on  a farm  in  Fox  Town- 
ship, Carroll  County,  December  12,  1858,  a son 
of  Joseph  and  Elizabeth  (Hargrove)  Yoder. 
His  paternal  grandfather  was  William  Yoder, 
of  Pennsylvania,  who  married  a Miss  Longaker 
of  that  state  and  became  an  early  settler  of 
Fox  Township,  and  his  maternal  grandparents 
were  Washington  and  Priscilla  (Clark)  Har- 
grove, the  former  a native  of  Harford  County, 
Maryland,  and  the  latter  of  Chester  County, 
Pennsylvania.  Joseph  Yoder  was  born  in  Fox 
Township,  where  he  grew  to  manhood,  and  mar- 
ried Miss  Hargrove,  a native  of  East  Township. 
Following  their  union  they  settled  on  a farm  in 
Fox  Township,  where  Mrs.  Yoder  died  July  4. 
1884.  her  husband  surviving  until  January, 


1914,  when  he  passed  away  at  the  age  of  eighty 
years.  Three  children  were  born  to  them; 
George  Walter;  Elsworth,  a resident  of  Me- 
chanicstown;  and  Homer,  of  Alliance. 

George  Walter  Yoder  received  his  education 
in  the  district  schools  and  remained  on  the 
home  farm  until  he  was  twenty-three  years  of 
age.  at  which  time  he  came  to  East  Township 
to  live  on  the  farm  of  his  maternal  grand- 
mother. He  remained  on  the  Hargrove  farm 
for  eight  years,  after  which  he  returned  home 
and  farmed  his  father’s  land  for  two  years,  and 
November  5,  1891,  was  married  to  Nina  Mary 
Hoobler,  who  was  born  June  22,  1866,  in  Jeffer- 
son County.  Ohio,  a daughter  of  William  Kelly 
and  Nancy  Jane  (Pinnick)  Hoobler  the  former 
also  a native  of  Jefferson  County.  Following 
his  marriage,  Mr.  Yoder  rented  a farm  in  Fox 
Township,  on  which  he  remained  four  years, 
then  moved  to  another  property  in  the  same 
township,  on  which  he  carried  on  operations 
for  two  years,  and  following  the  death  of  his 
grandmother,  Mrs.  Hargrove,  bought  eighty 
acres  of  the  Hargrove  propertv  Here  he  has 
since  carried  on  operations  as  a general  farmer, 
and  that  he  has  a thorough  knowledge  of  his 
business  is  apparent  by  his  substantiality  and 
his  standing  among  the  agriculturists  of  his 
township.  A gradual  advancement  in  general 
improvements  is  noted  on  every  hand,  each  year 
having  added  something  to  the  facilities  for 
better  work  along  all  farming  lines. 

Three  children  have  been  born  to  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Yoder:  Harper  Addison,  who  is  engaged 
in  farming  in  Fox  Township;  Francis  R.,  who 
died  in  infancy;  and  William  Rolf,  who  after 
five  months  of  training  for  the  war  at  Camp 
Sherman,  died  of  sickness  at  that  army  camp, 
October  7,  1918.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Yoder  are  con- 
sistent members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 
Mr.  Yoder  has  rendered  his  community  efficient 
service  in  the  offices  of  township  assessor  and 
township  trustee,  in  each  of  which  he  has  served 
one  term.  He  is  a stanch  republican  in 
politics,  and  a valued  and  interested  member  of 
the  Mechanicstown  Grange. 

Charles  P.  Host.  Aside  from  his  secure 
prestige  as  one  of  the  representative  farmers  of 
Monroe  Township,  Harrison  County,  Mr.  Host 
is  a scion  of  an  honored  and  prominent  pioneer 
family  of  this  county.  Harvey  Host  was  born 
in  Germany  and  upon  coming  to  America  settled 
in  Pennsylvania,  where  he  married  Nancy  Ful- 
ton and  where  he  died  when  in  the  prime  of 
life,  his  children  having  been  Harvey,  Samuel, 
James,  John.  William  and  Eliza.  Mrs.  Host 
subsequently  contracted  a second  marriage,  with 
John  Moffat,  and  they  became  pioneer  settlers 
in  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  where  they  remained 
until  their  death.  Samuel  Host  was  born  De- 
cember 20.  1801,  and  was  a youth  when  he  came 
to  Ohio.  He  served  an  apprenticeship  to  the 
blacksmith  trade,  which  he  followed  as  a voca- 
tion during  the  greater  part  of  his  active  ca- 
reer. August  27,  1825,  he  married  Louisa  Ox- 
ley, whose  death  occurred,  in  Jefferson  County, 
Ohio,  June  12,  1834  and  who  was  survived  by 
five  children— Henry,  James,  Mary  Ann,  John 
and  Louisa.  Mr.  Host  passed  the  closing  years 
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of  his  life  in  the  home  of  his  son  John,  in 
Harrison  County,  where  he  died  November  2, 
1889.  April  5,  1838,  recorded  the  second  mar- 
riage of  Samuel  Host,  who  then  wedded  Jane 
Hines,  a daughter  of  William  Hines,  of  Harri- 
son County.  They  became  the  parents  of  five 
children,  all  of  whom  survived  the  loved 
mother.  William  H.  Host  was  born  at  New 
Guilford,  Coshocton  County,  Ohio,  March  22, 
1839,  and  he  completed  his  youthful  education 
at  Hopedale  College,  Harrison  County,  where 
he  was  a classmate  of  Gen.  George  A.  Custer, 
who  met  death  in  the  historic  Indian  massacre 
known  by  his  name.  When  the  Civil  war  be- 
gan, Mr.  Host  was  among  the  first  to  tender 
service  in  defense  of  the  Union.  In  1861  he 
enlisted  as  a member  of  Company  I,  Thirteenth 
Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  with  which  he  con- 
tinued in  service  three  years  and  with  which 
he  participated  in  many  engagements,  including 
the  battles  of  Shiloh  and  Stone’s  River,  In  each 
of  which  he  received  wounds.  He  was  finally 
captured  by  the  enemy  and  after  having  lan- 
guished seven  months  in  historic  old  Libby  Prison 
he  was  released,  his  condition  being  such  that 
he  was  incapacitated  for  further  field  service 
and  was  therefore  accorded  his  honorable  dis- 
charge. For  several  years  Mr.  Host  was  a 
successful  and  popular  teacher  in  the  schools 
of  Harrison  County,  and  later  he  engaged  in 
the  practice  of  law  and  gained  precedence  as 
one  of  the  representative  members  of  the  Har- 
rison County  Bar.  His  versatility  was  further 
shown  through  his  active  association  with  news- 
paper publishing.  He  became  editor  and  pub- 
lisher of  the  Bowerston  Banner,  and  in  1900  he 
became  editor  of  Harrison  County  Democrat,  to 
the  publication  of  which  he  continued  to  give 
his  attention  until  January  14,  1905,  when  he 
sold  the  newspaper  plant  and  business.  During 
the  last  twelve  years  of  his  life  he  was  engaged 
in  the  practice  of  law  at  Bowerston,  where  his 
death  occurred  April  17,  1914,  and  where  his 
widow  still  maintains  her  home. 

William  H.  Host  was  a man  of  splendid 
mentality  and  sterling  character,  was  a public- 
spirited  citizen  well  equipped  for  leadership  in 
popular  thought  and  action  and  was  one  of 
the  influential  representatives  of  the  democratic 
party  in  Harrison  County.  He  was  called  upon 
to  serve  in  various  local  offices  of  public  trust 
and  in  1912  was  his  party’s  nominee  for  repre- 
sentative of  Harrison  County  in  the  State  Leg- 
islature. For  several  years  prior  to  his  death 
he  had  served  as  secretary  of  the  Democratic 
Central  Committee  of  the  county.  From  an  ap- 
preciative tribute  which  appeared  in  a local 
newspaper  at  the  time  of  his  demise  are  taken 
the  following  extracts  with  minor  paraphrase: 
“He  will  be  missed  from  life’s  various  channels 
in  the  community  in  which  he  had  moved  so 
long,  at  soldiers’  reunions,  in  the  field  of  local 
politics,  and  throughout  the  county  where  he 
was  so  well  known.  Mr.  Host  was  a kind- 
hearted  gentleman,  and  his  love  for  and  interest 
in  children  were  frequently  made  a matter  of 
comment  on  the  day  of  his  funeral,  the  large 
attendance  at  which  gave  evidence  of  the  re- 
spect and  esteem  in  which  he  was  uniformly 
held  in  the  community.” 


At  the  time  of  his  death  Mr.  Host  was  serv- 
ing as  assessor  of  Monroe  Township,  and  while 
engaged  in  official  work  he  was  evidently  over- 
come, as  his  absence  from  home  led  to  a search 
for  him,  with  the  result  that  his  body  was 
found  by  three  of  his  sons,  lying  in  a field 
near  Conotton,  where  he  had  succumbed,  his 
death  having  probably  occurred  the  previous 
day,  April  17,  1914,  and  his  tragic  passing  hav- 
ing brought  a shock,  as  well  as  sincere  grief, 
to  the  entire  community. 

Mr.  Host  was  a member  of  R.  M.  Lyons  Post, 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  at  Bowerston,  of 
which  he  was  an  officer  at  the  time  of  his 
death,  and  was  a charter  member  of  Centennial 
Lodge,  Knights  of  Pythias,  in  the  same  village. 
He  was  a sincere  and  devout  member  of  the 
United  Brethren  Church,  as  is  also  his  widow. 

On  the  4th  of  October,  1864,  was  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  William  H.  Host  to  Miss  Mar- 
garet Heller,  who  was  born  and  reared  in  Mon- 
roe Township,  Harrison  County,  and  who  Is  a 
daughter  of  the  late  Henry  B.  and  Mary  (Wey- 
andt)  Heller.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Host  became  the 
parents  of  six  sons  and  two  daughters:  Edwin 
D.  was  born  June  22,  *1866,  and  resided!  at 
Bowerston;  Henry  S.,  likewise  of  Bowerston, 
was  born  August  1,  1868,  and  the  maiden  name 
of  his  wife  was  Estella  Bower;  Charles  P.,  of 
this  review,  was  born  January  16,  1871 ; Nannie 
Mary,  born  February  9,  1873,  is  the  wife  of 
James  Shamp,  of  Steubenville;  Elizabeth  Jane, 
known  as  Bessie,  remains  with  her  widowed 
mother;  William  C.  was  born  June  18,  1880; 
Wallace  Herbert,  who  was  born  December  9, 
1882,  married  Miss  Mamie  Butterfield;  and 
Forrest  H.,  who  was  born  May  12,  1888,  mar- 
ried Miss  Emma  Crawford.  All  of  the  children 
still  reside  in  Harrison  County  except  Mrs. 
Shamp. 

Charles  P.  Host  was  born  in  Monroe  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County,  January  16,  1871,  and 
his  early  educational  advantages  were  those  of 
the  public  schools.  Since  his  marriage  he  has 
been  engaged  successfully  in  farm  enterprise  In 
his  native  township,  where  he  Is  the  owner  of 
a well  improved  farm  of  134  acres.  He  takes 
loyal  interest  in  community  affairs,  Is  a demo- 
crat in  politics,  and  he  and  his  wife  hold  mem- 
bership in  the  United  Brethren  Church,  with 
secure  place  in  popular  esteem  In  their  native 
county. 

On  January  2,  1904,  was  solemnized  the  mar- 
riage of  Charles  P.  Host  to  Miss  Jennie  Rains- 
berg,  daughter  of  Philip  and  Nancy  (Leggitt) 
Rainsberg,  and  the  three  children  of  this  union 
are  Herman  W.,  Clyde  H.  and  Charles  Curtis. 

John  N.  Dunlap.  Even  a cursory  survey  of 
the  generic  history  and  various  personal  and 
genealogical  sketches  appearing  in  this  publi- 
cation can  not  fail  to  reveal  that  the  Dunlap 
family  has  played  a large  and  worthy  part  in 
the  development  and  upbuilding  of  Harrison 
County,  with  whose  annals  the  name  has  been 
prominently  identified  for  more  than  a century. 
Adam  Dunlap,  a native  of  Ireland,  was  there 
reared  to  manhood,  and  there  was  solemnized 
his  marriage  to  Rebecca  Work.  In  1812  these 
sterling  citizens  became  pioneer  settlers  in  Har- 
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rison  County,  Ohio,  where  they  passed  the  re- 
mainder of  their  lives  upon  their  pioneer  farm, 
in  Athens  Township.  Mr.  Dunlap  was  one  of 
the  founders  of  the  Nottingham  Presbyterian 
Church  and  was  otherwise  Influential  in  the 
pioneer  community.  He  died  September  22, 
1830,  and  his  widow  passed  away  on  the  20th 
of  May,  1846.  They  became  the  parents  of  six 
sons  and  six  daughters,  and  other  reviews  in 
this  publication  give  ample  data  concerning 
those  who  have  here  represented  the  family  in 
the  various  generations.  David  Dunlap,  son  of 
Adam,  was  born  in  Pennsylvania  and  was  a 
boy  at  the  time  of  the  family  immigration  to 
Harrison  County,  where  he  grew  to  manhood 
on  the  frontier  farm.  He  continued  his  asso- 
ciation with  farm  industry  until  his  death,  and 
his  wife,  whose  maiden  name  was  Mary  Ann 
Kail,  was  bom  in  Carroll  County,  a representa- 
tive of  a pioneer  family.  Of  this  union  were 
bom  four  children,  of  whom  James  was  the 
second  in  order  of  birth,  the  date  of  his  na- 
tivity having  been  August  6,  1836,  and  his 
father  having  been  at  that  time  a farmer  in 
Carroll  County.  He  was  about  seven  years  old 
at  the  time  of  his  mother’s  death,  in  1843,  and 
the  father  later  married  Jane  Logan,  they  hav- 
ing continued  their  residence  in  Carroll  County 
until  death.  James  Dunlap  was  reared  in 
Carroll  County  and  early  gained  full  experi- 
ence in  connection  with  pioneer  farm  enter- 
prise, the  while  he  profited  by  the  advantages 
afforded  in  the  primitive  schools  of  the  day. 
in  1859  he  married  Mary  Jane  McHugh,  a na- 
tive of  Carroll  County,  and  she  died  in  the 
autumn  of  1867.  The  two  children  of  this 
union  were  Julia  Violet,  who  died  at  the  age 
of  five  years,  and  Laura  B.,  who  became  the 
wife  of  John  Timmerman,  of  Harrison  County. 
December  26,  1870,  recorded  the  marriage  of 
James  Dunlap  to  Martha  Willett,  who  was  bom 
in  Carroll  County,  November  10,  1845,  a daugh- 
ter of  James  and  Salinda  (Newell)  Willett, 
both  the  Willett  and  Newell  families  having 
come  to  Ohio  in  the  pioneer  days.  James  Dun- 
lap finally  came  from  Carroll  County  and  estab- 
lished his  residence  on  a farm  in  Monroe  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County,  a portion  of  the  place 
being  now  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the 
Village  of  Bowerston.  On  this  homestead  he 
and  his  wife  passed  the  remainder  of  their 
lives,  he  having  passed  away  on  the  9th  of 
February,  1913,  and  she  having  survived  until 
February  24,  1916.  They  became  the  parents 
of  three  children:  William  Burt,  bora  August 

12,  1872,  now  engaged  in  the  real  estate  busi- 
ness in  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  mar- 
ried Miss  Elizabeth  Hines  and  they  became  the 
parents  of  four  children — David,  Helen,  James 
Russell  (died  in  early  childhood),  and  Mar- 
garet Grace;  John  N.  was  the  next  in  order  of 
birth;  and  James  L.  resides  on  the  old  home- 
stead farm.  James  Dunlap  was  a staunch  ad- 
herent of  the  Democratic  party,  and  served  as 
township  trustee  and  member  of  the  school 
board.  In  addition  to  his  property  in  Harrison 
County  he  became  the  owner  of  land  in  Jasper 
County,  Illinois,  and  in  states  farther  to  the 
west.  His  wife  was  a zealous  member  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  at  Bowerston. 


John  N.  Dunlap,  who  is  now  a representative 
merchant  and  popular  and  influential  citizen  of 
Bowerston,  was  bom  on  the  home  farm,  adjoin- 
ing this  village,  and  the  date  of  his  nativity  was 
December  18,  1874.  The  public  schools  of  Bow- 
erston enlisted  a due  share  of  his  attention  dur- 
ing the  period  of  his  boyhood  and  early  youth, 
and  he  continued  to  be  associated  with  the  work 
of  the  home  farm  until  he  had  attained  to  the 
age  of  twenty-two  years.  In  the  late  ’90s  he 
became  a clerk  in  the  general  merchandise 
store  then  conducted  by  his  older  brother,  Will- 
iam B.,  at  Bowerston,  and  this  connection  con- 
tinued until  his  brother  sold  the  stock  and  busi- 
ness four  years  later.  Later  the  two  brothers 
became  associated  in  repurchasing  the  business, 
and  since  1906  John  N.  has  been  the  sole  owner 
of  this  substantial  and  well  conducted  general 
merchandise  business,  besides  which  he  has 
been  for  the  past  several  years  a stockholder 
and  director  of  the  Minings  Safety  Device  Com- 
pany, which  controls  one  of  the  leading  indus- 
trial enterprises  of  Bowerston.  Mr.  Dunlap  is 
always  ready  to  give  his  Influence  and  co-opera- 
tion in  the  furtherance  of  measures  and  enter- 
prises tending  to  advance  the  best  interests  of 
his  home  village  and  county,  is  a democrat  in 
political  allegiance,  and  is  serving  in  1920  as  a 
valued  member  of  the  village  council  of  Bow- 
erston. Both  he  and  his  wife  are  active  mem- 
bers of  the  local  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
and  he  is  serving  on  its  official  board. 

In  1901  Mr.  Dunlap  married  Miss  Cora  E. 
Hines,  daughter  of  Samuel  and  Catherine  Hines, 
and  she  passed  to  the  life  eternal  on  the  30th 
of  August,  1909,  being  survived  by  two  chil- 
dren— James  Arthur,  and  Mabel.  For  his  sec- 
ond wife  Mr.  Dunlap  wedded  Miss  Cora  B. 
Smith,  daughter  of  Abraham  H.  Smith,  of  Stock 
Township,  and  the  one  child  of  this  union  is  a 
daughter,  Mary  Ethel. 

James  L.  Dunlap  is  to  be  considered  fortu- 
nate in  that  he  is  the  owner  of  the  fine  old 
homestead  farm  on  which  he  was  bora  and 
reared  and  which  is  one  of  the  valuable  places 
of  Monroe  Township,  Harrison  County,  a por- 
tion of  the  farm  being  included  in  the  corporate 
limits  of  the  village  of  Bowerston.  Of  the  ster- 
ling pioneer  family  of  which  he  is  a represen- 
tative adequate  record  is  given  in  the  personal 
sketch  of  his  older  brother,  John  N. 

On  his  present  farm  James  L.  Dunlap  was 
bora  September  11,  1882,  the  youngest  of  the 
three  children  of  the  late  James  and  Martha 
(Willett)  Dunlap,  and  the  public  schools  of 
Bowerston  afforded  him  his  early  educational 
advantages.  He  has  remained  continuously  on 
the  old  home  farm,  which  comprises  111  acres, 
and  is  now  the  owner  of  the  property,  which  he 
makes  a stage  of  progressive  and  successful 
enterprise  in  the  important  domain  of  agricul- 
ture and  stock-growing.  He  is  one  of  the  rep- 
resentative farmers  of  the  younger  generation 
in  his  native  township,  is  a democrat  in  poli- 
tics, is  affiliated  with  the  Independent  Order  of 
Odd  Fellows,  as  well  as  the  adjunct  organiza- 
tion, the  Daughters  of  Rebekah,  in  which  latter 
his  wife  likewise  holds  membership,  and  both 
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are  active  members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  at  Bowerston. 

On  the  6th  of  September,  1905,  was  solemn- 
ized the  marriage  of  Mr.  Dunlap  to  Miss  Olive 
E.  Deselms,  daughter  of  Truman  and  Celestine 
(Brown)  Deselms,  of  Harrison  County,  and  they 
are  popular  factors  in  the  social  life  of  their 
home  community,  the  while  they  have  made 
their  attractive  home  a center  of  gracious  hos- 
pitality. 

John  W.  Vickers.  The  Vickers  family,  of 
which  John  W.  Vickers,  manufacturer  and  lum- 
berman, of  Piedmont.  Ohio,  is  a prominent  mem- 
ber, is  well  known  in  different  sections  of  Ohio, 
and  since  the  English  grandfather’s  day,  have 
all  been  engaged  in  solid,  substantial  industries 
that  have  been  remunerative  to  themselves  and 
of  importance  to  their  communities. 

The  founder  of  the  Vickers  family  in  Ohio 
was  William  Vickers,  grandfather  of  John  W. 
Vickers.  He  was  born  In  England  but  came 
to  America  in  boyhood  and  after  some  years 
in  Belmont  County,  near  Saint  Clairsville, 
moved  to  Guernsey  County,  where  he  engaged 
in  farm  pursuits  during  the  rest  of  his  life.  He 
was  a man  of  strong  physique  and  energetic  in 
character  and  for  many  years  was  a respected 
citizen  of  Guernsey  County.  He  married  Mary 
McClellan  and  they  had  five  children,  namely: 
John,  David,  Isaac  H..  Harriet  and  Mary  Ann. 

Isaac  H.  Vickers,  father  of  John  W..  was  a 
resident  of  Guernsey  County  until  1900.  He 
was  a prosperous  farmer  and  also  operated  a 
saw  mill.  In  the  above  year  he  came  with  his 
family  to  Piedmont,  where  he  embarked  in  the 
meat  market  and  grocery  business,  in  which  he 
continued  until  his  death,  in  1917.  He  was  a 
native  of  Belmont  County  and  was  born  on  a 
farm  near  Saint  Clairsville.  In  early  manhood 
he  married  Mary  Ellen  Hunt,  horn  in. Guernsey 
County,  who  was  a daughter  of  William  and 
Elizabeth  Hunt.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Vickers  had  a 
family  of  six  children,  as  follows:  John  W. ; 
Elizabeth,  wife  of  Fletcher  Jackson:  James  A.; 
Leila,  wife  of  Taylor  Jackson : Jennie,  wife  of 
Thomas  Leuyster;  and  Myrtle,  wife  of  William 
Scott. 

John  W.  Vickers  was  born  in  Guernsey 
County.  Ohio.  June  8.  1866,  and  later  attended 
school  in  both  Guernsey  and  Belmont  counties. 
He  very  early  took  an  interest  in  his  father’s 
saw  mill  and  soon  on  his  own  account  began 
operating  and  for  some  years  furnished  cord 
wood  and  mine  props  for  the  old  C.  L.  & W. 
Railroad.  He  accompanied  his  father  to  Pied- 
mont and  ever  since  has  been  in  the  lumber 
business  at  this  place,  and  for  the  past  ten 
years,  since  he  bought  the  Piedmont  Handle 
Factory,  has  been  engaged  in  manufacturing 
also.  At  that  time  he  admitted  his  son,  Isaac 
Burton  Vickers,  to  partnership  and  the  associa- 
tion continues  and  the  firm  is  a very  important 
factor  here  in  business  circles. 

On  November  1.  1SSS.  Mr.  Vickers  was  mar- 
ried to  Miss  Mattie  M.  Johnson,  daughter  of 
John  R.  and  Lizzie  (Tool)  Johnson,  and  they 
have  five  children,  namely:  Isaac  Burton:  Eliza- 
beth. wife  of  Rev.  W.  II.  Calfee:  and  Ada 
Louisa,  Zelma  May  and  Velma.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
/ 


Vickers  are  members  of  the  Baptist  Church  at 
Piedmont 

Isaac  Burton  Vickers,  only  son  of  John  W. 
Vickers,  was  born  at  Piedmont,  Harrison 
County,  Ohio,  September  17,  1889,  and  was  edu- 
cated in  the  public  schools  of  his  native  place. 
Since  1910  he  has  been  associated  with  his 
father  in  the  lumber  business  and  since  1918 
has  been  interested  in  farming  and  stock-rais- 
ing in  Freeport  Township  in  May  of  that  year 
purchasing  his  valuable  farm  of  166  acres.  In 
the  following  November  he  and  his  wife  moved 
on  the  place,  which  he  had  in  the  meanwhile 
greatly  improved,  remodeling  the  house  and 
erecting  two  commodious  barns.  He  is  meeting 
with  much  success  in  breeding  pure  Diekerson- 
Delaine  sheep  and  big  type  Poland-China  hogs. 

Mr.  Vickers  was  married  on  October  1.  1911, 
to  Miss  Ada  Gertrude  Bell,  daughter  of  P.  L. 
and  Laura  (Dillon)  Bell.  They  are  members 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  at  Piedmont. 
Mr.  Vickers  is  a Mason,  belonging  to  the  Blue 
Lodge  at  Freeport,  and  also  is  a member  of  the 
Modern  Woodmen  Order  at  Piedmont. 

William  A.  Bethel  has  from  his  youth  been 
actively  identified  with  farm  enterprise  in 
Moorefield  Township,  Harrison  County,  and  on 
his  father’s  old  home  farm,  in  section  4,  this 
township,  he  was  born  and  reared,  the  date  of 
his  nativity  having  been  May  9,  1877.  He  is 
now  the  owner  of  n well-improved  farm  of 
eighty  acres,  and  his  energy  and  good  manage- 
ment are  manifest  in  the  fine  appearance  of  the 
place,  which  is  a center  of  productive  enter- 
prise in  the  domain  of  agriculture  and  success- 
ful stock-growing,  with  special  attention  given 
to  dairy  cattle. 

Mr.  Bethel  is  a son  of  James  O.  and  Nancy 
M.  (Slater)  Bethel,  the  former  of  whom  was 
bom  in  Flushing  Township,  Belmont  County, 
Ohio,  December  19,  1848,  and  the  latter  in 
Moorefield  Township,  Harrison  County.  October 
1.  1846.  their  marriage  having  been  solemnized 
June  30.  1870.  James  O.  Bethel  was  reared  and 
educated  in  his  native  county  and  his  parents. 
Alfred  and  Margaret  (McCall)  Bethel  were 
born  and  reared  in  Ohio,  where  the  resjiective 
fa nd lies  settled  in  the  pioneer  days.  James  O. 
Bethel  came  to  Harrison  County  in  the  spring 
of  1869,  and  after  his  marriage  he  settled  on 
a farm  of  183  acres.  In  section  4.  Moorefield 
Township.  He  developed  this  into  one  of  the 
fine  farm  properties  of  the  township  and  among 
the  improvements  which  he  made  on  the  place 
was  the  commodious  and  attractive  house,  which 
be  erected  in  1873.  He  continued  as  one  of  the 
successful  farmers  and  representative  citizens 
of  Moorefield  Township  until  he  was  well  ad- 
vanced in  years,  and  he  and  his  wife  now  re- 
side in  the  city  of  Cleveland,  where  he  is  liv- 
ing in  well  earned  retirement.  Mrs.  Nancy  M. 
(Slater)  Bethel  is  a daughter  of  the  late  James 
Wells  Slater  and  Margaret  Jane  (Dunlap)  Sla- 
ter, the  former  of  whom  was  bom  April  13. 
1816.  and  the  latter  on  the  30th  of  November. 
1818.  their  marriage  having  been  solemnized 
April  23,  1840.  and  five  children  having  been 
born  of  this  union — Emily  L.  (Mrs.  Johnson 
Moore).  William  D.,  Nancy  M.  (Mrs.  James  O. 
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Bethel),  James  A.,  and  Margaret  R.  (Mrs.  Shri- 
ber).  James  Wells  Slater  died  on  the  9th  of 
August,  1875,  and  his  widow  passed  away  on 
the  5th  of  December  of  the  following  year. 
Mr.  Slater  came  to  Harrison  County  in  1845 
and  purchased  207  acres  of  land,  in  section  4, 
Moo  refield  Township.  Here  he  erected,  in  1851, 
a substantial  stone  residence  of  large  size,  and 
the  same  stands  as  one  of  the  substantial  and 
enduring  landmarks  of  the  county.  Mr.  Slater 
was  one  of  the  very  successful  farmers  and  in- 
fluential citizens  of  the  county  and  served  a 
number  of  years  as  trustee  of  Moorefield  Town- 
ship. Mr.  and  Mrs.  James  O.  Bethel  became 
the  parents  of  seven  children,  whose  names  and 
respective  dates  of  birth  are  here  recorded : 
Alfred  W.,  June  8.  1871;  Charles  E.,  January 
27,  1875:  William  A.,  May  9,  1877;  Harry  F., 
October  5,  1879;  George  S.,  July  7,  1882;  Jesse 
M.,  February  16,  1885;  and  Margaret  M.,  March 
27  1888.  Alfred  W.  married  Miss  Louella  Ful- 
ton and  they  reside  at  Flushing,  Belmont 
County.  Charles  E.  married  Miss  Emma  Fisher, 
and  their  home  is  in  the  city  of  Cleveland,  this 
state.*  Harry  F.  died  in  1919.  George  S.  mar- 
ried Miss  Mabel  Kirkpatrick  and  is  a prosper- 
ous farmer  in  Moorefield  Township  Jesse  M. 
and  Margaret  M.  are  with  their  parents  in  the 
city  of  Cleveland. 

William  A.  Bethel  is  indebted  to  the  public 
schools  of  his  native  township  for  his  early 
educational  discipline,  and  he  remained  at  the 
parental  home  until  the  time  of  his  marriage, 
when  he  was  twenty-three  years  of  age,  his 
wife,  whose  maiden  name  was  Eva  Dickerson, 
being  a representative  of  one  of  the  old  and 
honored  families  of  Harrison  County  and  ade- 
quate data  concerning  her  parents  being  given 
in  the  sketch  of  the  career  of  her  brother.  John 
Edward  Dickerson,  on  other  pages  of  this  vol- 
ume. Since  his  marriage  Mr.  Bethel  has  been 
successfully  engaged  in  independent  farm  enter- 
prise in  Moorefield  Township  and  he  Is  one  of 
the  progressive  and  substantial  citizens  of  his 
native  township  and  county.  His  political  sup- 
port is  given  to  the  republican  party  and  his 
wife  is  an  active  member  of  the  Nottingham 
Presbyterian  Church.  They  have  four  children 
— Doris,  Blanche,  Donald  and  Harry. 

Jasper  J.  Irons.  Actively  engaged  as  a tiller 
of  the  soil  in  the  rich  and  fertile  soil  of  east- 
ern Ohio.  Jasper  J.  Irons,  a prosperous  farmer 
of  Moorefield  Township,  Harrison  County,  is 
carrying  on  the  various  branches  of  agriculture 
most  skilfully,  his  .labors  being  crowned  with 
success.  A son  of  James  Irons,  he  was  born, 
July  17,  1857,  in  Nottingham  Township,  this 
county. 

Born  and  brought  up  in  Jefferson  County, 
Ohio,  James  Irons  came  from  there  to  Harrison 
County  in  early  manhood,  becoming  a pioneer 
settler  of  Nottingham  Township,  Taking  up  a 
tract  of  land,  he  there  improved  the  comfortable 
homestead  on  which  he  passed  the  remainder  of 
his  life,  dying  April  12,  1861,  while  yet  in  man- 
hood’s prime.  He  married  Jane  Titus,  who  was 
born  in  Cassville,  Cadiz  Township,  Harrison 
County,  where  her  father,  Timothy  Titus,  was 
an  early  settler.  Mr.  Titus  purchased  land,  and 


cleared  and  improved  a good  farm.  To  him 
and  his  wife,  whose  maiden  name  was  Mary 
Gutherie,  eight  children  were  born,  Uriah,  San- 
ford, Jonathan,  Taylor,  Elza,  Jane,  Mary,  and 
Amanda. 

James  Irons  and  his  wife  became  the  parents 
of  seven  children,  as  follows : Esther,  deceased ; 
Mary,  Melissa,  and  Eliza,  deceased;  Amanda; 
Albert,  deceased;  and  Jasper  J.,  of  this  brief 
sketch.  The  mother  survived  her  husband  many 
years,  dying  March  3,  1905.  Both  she  and  her 
husband  were  members  of  the  Methodist  Church, 
to  which  her  parents  also  belonged. 

Acquiring  his  elementary  education  in  the 
district  schools  of  Nottingham  Township,  Jasper 
J.  Irons  continued  his  studies  for  a time  in 
Guernsey  County,  Ohio.  Working  on  the  home 
farm  during  his  earlier  years,  he  acquired  a 
practical  knowledge  of  the  many  branches  of 
agriculture,  and  when  ready  to  begin  the  bat- 
tle of  life  on  his  own  account  began  farming  in 
his  native  township.  Locating  In  Moorefield 
Township  in  1897,  Mr.  Irons  has  here  continued 
his  free  and  independent  occupation,  since  1903 
having  resided  on  his  present  fine  estate  of 
136  acres.  Having  made  diligent  use  of  his 
time,  he  has  added  Improvements  of  value,  his 
farm  being  now  one  of  the  most  desirable  pieces 
of  property  in  the  locality.  In  addition  to 
carrying  on  general  farming,  Mr.  Irons  has  paid 
considerable  attention  to  the  breeding  and  rais- 
ing of  stock,  principally  sheep,  a branch  of  agri- 
culture In  which  he  has  taken  great  Interest. 

Mr.  Irons  has  been  twice  married.  He  mar- 
ried, August  7,  1882,  Amanda  Jane  Poulson,  a 
daughter  of  Andrew  Poulson.  She  passed  to  the 
higher  life  March  25,  1888,  leaving  two  chil- 
dren, namely:  Frank,  a resident  of  Colorado; 
and  James  Andrew,  who  married  Fannie 
Walker.  On  June  16,  1892,  Mr.  Irons  was 
united  in  marriage  with  Margaret  Moore,  a 
daughter  of  Alexander  and  Lizzie  (Garvin) 
Moore.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Irons  have  four  children, 
namely:  Luella,  who  died  in  childhood;  Laura, 
who  lived  but  two  years;  Hazel  died  in  infancy; 
and  Charles  Moore.  Religiously  Mrs.  Irons  is 
a devout  member  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church. 

Ralph  F.  Moore.  A fine  representative  of 
the  agricultural  interests  of  Harrison  County, 
Ralph  F.  Moore,  of  Moorefield  Township,  has 
established  for  himself  an  enviable  reputation 
as  a successful  farmer  and  a valued  citizen. 
He  was  born,  August  6,  1889,  in  this  same  town- 
ship, which  was  also  the  birthplace  of  his  fa- 
ther, Thomas  C.  Moore,  and  the  township  in 
which  his  grandfather,  Leinard  Moore,  settled 
on  coming  to  Harrison  County  in  pioneer  days. 
Leinard  Moore  married  Mary  Kirkpatrick,  and 
to  them  four  children  were  born,  Thomas  C., 
Samuel,  Hannah,  and  Anna. 

Born  and  brought  up  In  Moorefield  Township, 
Thomas  C.  Moore  became  a farmer  early  in 
his  career,  locating  first  in  Nottingham  Town- 
ship, but  subsequently  returning  to  Moorefield 
Township,  where  he  remained  until  the  spring 
of  1917,  when  he  removed  to  his  present  home 
in  Canton.  Ohio.  He  married  Anna  Finney,  a 
daughter  of  Joseph  Finney,  a thrifty  farmer  of 
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Nottingham  Township,  who  married  Margaret 
Taggart,  and  reared  five  children,  as  follows: 
Wiliam;  Anna,  wife  of  Thomas  G.  Moore; 
Louisa;  Nettie;  and  Margaret  B.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Thomas  C.  Moore  became  the  parents  of  six 
children,  namely:  Ralph  F. ; Hazel  Irene;  Myr- 
tle Josephine ; Craig  G.,  who  married  Avis 
Mills;  Frances  Pauline,  and  Thomas  Orville, 
who  died  in  childhood.  Both  parents  were 
worthy  members  of  the  Nottingham  Presbyte- 
rian Church. 

Attending  the  public  schools  of  both  Notting- 
ham and  Moorefleld  townships,  Ralph  F.  Moore 
obtained  an  excellent  knowledge  of  the  common 
branches  of  learning  as  they  were  called  a 
quarter  of  a century  ago,  while  on  the  home 
farm  he  became  familiar  with  the  various 
branches  of  agriculture.  His  choice  of  an  oc- 
cupation led  him  to  take  up  farming,  one  of  the 
leading  industries  of  this  day  and  generation, 
and  now  has  full  charge  of  his  father’s  estate 
of  112  acres  of  choice  land,  on  which  he  is 
carrying  on  general  farming  and  stock  raising 
in  a highly  creditable  manner. 

Mr.  Moore  married,  December  25,  1910,  Emma 
Belle  Dunlap,  a daughter  of  William  F.  Dunlap, 
of  whom  further  notice  may  be  found  on  an- 
other page  of  this  woilc.  True  to  the  religious 
faith  in  which  they  were  brought  up,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Moore  are  consistent  and  valued  mem- 
bers of  the  Nottingham  Presbyterian  Church. 

Hirrie  M.  Fitch.  On  a well-improved  farm 
of  196  acres,  In  Moorefleld  Township,  Harrison 
County,  Mr.  Fitch  has  maintained  his  residence 
since  July,  1918,  and  he  is  one  of  the  progres- 
sive agriculturists  and  stock-growers  of  his  na- 
tive township,  besides  which  he  is  successfully 
operating  a small  coal-mining  enterprise  on  his 
farm.  He  was  bora  in  Moorefleld  Township  on 
the  20th  of  February,  1877,  and  is  a son  of 
William  K.  and  Hannah  E.  (Watt)  Fitch,  the 
former  of  whom  was  bora  in  Belmont  County, 
this  state,  July  21,  1844,  and  the  latter  in  the 
same  county,  on  the  17th  of  June,  1852. 

William  K.  Fitch  was  a son  of  James  M.  and 
Mary  (Kelley)  Fitch.  James  M.  Fitch  was  a 
son  of  Jacob  and  Eleanor  (McGill)  Fitch,  who 
were  born  in  Greene  County,  Pennsylvania, 
where  they  were  reared  and  educated  and  where 
their  marriage  occurred.  In  1811  Jacob  Fitch 
emigrated  from  the  old  Keystone  State  to  Bel- 
mont County,  Ohio,  where  he  obtained  a tract 
of  wild  land,  in  Smith  Township.  Here  he  re- 
claimed and  developed  a good  frontier  farm, 
and  on  the  old  homestead  he  and  his  wife  passed 
the  remainder  of  their  lives,  their  children 
having  been  seven  in  number. 

James  M.  Fitch  was  bora  in  Greene  County, 
Pennsylvania,  in  1811 — the  year  which  marked 
the  removal  of  the  family  to  Ohio,  where  he  was 
reared  in  Belmont  County,  under  the  conditions 
of  the  pioneer  era.  In  1838  he  married  Mrs. 
Mary  (Kelley)  McMillan,  whose  parents,  Hugh 
and  Mary  (Johnson)  Kelley,  came  from  Ire- 
land to  America  in  the  year  1800,  and  who 
shortly  afterward  became  pioneer  settlers  in 
Ohio,  Mr.  Kelley  having  been  killed  by  a fall- 
ing tree,  on  the  farm  which  later  was  owned 
by  his  grandson,  William  K.  Fitch,  in  Moore- 


field  Township,  Harrison  County.  James  M. 
Fitch  developed  a productive  farm  in  Belmont 
County,  where  he  remained  until  his  death, 
in  August,  1876,  his  wife  having  passed  away 
on  the  1st  of  March,  1866,  and  their  three  chil- 
dren, Jacob,  William  K.,  and  Mary,  are  now 
deceased. 

William  K.  Fitch  was  reared  in  Belmont 
County,  where  he  not  only  gained  full  experi- 
ence in  connection  with  farm  industry  but  also 
learned  the  trade  of  carpenter,  which  he  fol- 
lowed for  a number  of  years.  September  20, 
1870,  recorded  his  marriage  to  Miss  Hannah  E. 
Watt,  a daughter  of  Robert  and  Rachel  (De- 
Long)  Watt,  representatives  of  sterling  pioneer 
families  of  Belmont  County,  where  James  Watt, 
grandfather  of  Robert,  settled  in  1816,  upon 
coming  to  Ohio  from  Maryland.  Robert  Watt,  a 
son  of  Thomas  and  Jane  (Gladden)  Watt,  died 
on  the  11th  of  February,  1866,  his  birth  having 
occurred,  in  Maryland,  November  2,  1815,  the 
year  prior  to  the  family  emigration  to  Ohio. 
Mrs.  Robert  Watt  survived  her  husband  by 
many  years,  and  both  were  zealous  members  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church.  Their  children  were 
ten  in  number. 

Within  a short  time  after  his  marriage  Will- 
iam K.  Fitch  established  his  home  on  the  farm 
once  owned  by  his  maternal  grandfather,  in 
Moorefleld  Township,  Harrison  County,  and 
here  he  continued  his  activities  as  one  of  the 
representative  farmers  and  substantial  and  hon- 
ored citizens  of  Harrison  County  until  his  death, 
July  9,  1919,  his  wife  having  passed  to  the  life 
eternal  on  the  25th  of  June,  1916,  and  both 
were  active  members  of  the  Nottingham  Presby- 
terian Church.  He  was  a democrat  in  his  po- 
litical allegiance.  They  became  the  parents  of 
seven  children : Minnie  A.  is  the  wife  of  Elzy 

Adams;  Mary  Flora  is  the  wife  of  Samuel  A. 
Webb;  Hirrie  M.,  of  this  sketch,  was  the  next 
in  order  of  birth ; Lulu  D.  is  the  wife  of  Calvin 
F.  Green;  Veda  V.  is  the  wife  of  Earl  S.  Kerr; 
Bessie  resides  at  Cleveland;  and  Suella  is  the 
wife  of  Wilber  R.  Johnson,  of  Bedford,  Ohio. 

Besides  having  the  advantages  of  the  district 
schools  of  his  native  township  Hirrie  M.  Fitch 
was  for  one  year  a student  in  the  Oberlin  Busi- 
ness College,  after  leaving  which  institution,  in 
1902,  he  established  his  residence  in  the  city  of 
Cleveland,  where  he  remained  about  twelve 
years,  during  practically  all  of  which  he  was 
identified  with  secret-service  work.  In  1913  he 
returned  to  the  old  home  farm,  about  one  and 
one-half  miles  north  of  the  village  of  Moorefleld, 
and  there  he  continued  his  active  association 
with  farm  enterprise  until  July,  1918,  when  he 
removed  to  his  present  farm,  adjoining  the  vil- 
lage mentioned.  He  is  a democrat  in  political 
adherency  and  his  wife  is  an  active  member  of 
the  Methodist  Church  at  Moorefleld. 

On  the  3d  of  July,  1918,  was  solemnized  the 
marriage  of  Mr.  Fitch  to  Miss  Grace  Jane 
Moore,  who  was  bora  in  Moorefleld  Township, 
and  who  is  a daughter  of  Columbus  C.  and  Mar- 
garet (Green)  Moore.  Columbus  C.  Moore  was 
born  July  6,  1849,  on  the  farm  now  occupied 
by  Mr.  Fitch,  of  this  review,  and  here  his  death 
occurred  August  10,  1891,  his  wife,  who  was 
born  July  2,  1844,  having  survived  him  by  about 
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seven  years  and  her  death  having  occurred 
March  4,  1898.  Columbus  C.  Moore  was  a son 
of  John  T.  and  Sarah  (Mansfield)  Moore,  the 
former  of  whom  was  born  in  Jefferson  County, 
Ohio,  in  1813,  and  the  latter  on  the  4th  of  Sep- 
tember of  the  same  year.  Mr.  Moore’s  death 
occurred  October  23,  1898,  his  wife  having 
passed  away  on  the  4th  of  September  of  1891. 

At  the  age  of  about  sixteen  years,  in  1828, 
John  T.  Moore  came  to  Moorefleld  Township, 
Harrison  Countv  and  found  employment  in  a 
pioneer  tannery  in  the  little  hamlet  of  Moore- 
field.  His  cash  capital  at  the  time  of  his  ar- 
rival was  only  twenty-five  cents,  but  he  was  am- 
bitious, self-reliant  and  energetic,  so  that  he 
made  advancement  and  was  still  a young  man 
when  he  became  the  owner  of  the  tannery  in 
which  he  had  been  employed.  Through  self-dis- 
cipline and  active  association  with  men  and 
affairs,  he  effectively  overcame  the  educational 
handicap  of  his  youth  and  he  became  one  of 
the  successful  business  men  and  influential  citi- 
zens of  Moorefleld  Township.  At  the  time  of 
his  death  he  owned  about  200  acres  of  land, 
besides  other  property.  His  wife  held  member- 
ship in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  * They 
became  the  parents  of  seven  children — Louisa, 
Hanna  Jane,  Almeda,  Berkeley,  Columbus  C., 
Tulitha  and  Mary  E.  Columbus  C.  Moore  as- 
sisted his  father  in  the  operation  of  the  tan- 
nery and  also  became  a successful  farmer,  he 
having  been  a young  man  at  the  time  of  his 
death,  and  both  he  and  his  wife  having  been 
earnest  members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church.  Of  their  three  children  Mrs.  Fitch  is 
the  youngest;  Clyde  J.  remains  with  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Fitch  on  the  old  home  farm;  and  Elmer 
C.,  who  married  Miss  Alpha  Hudephol,  resides 
in  the  city  of  Canton,  Stark  County. 

Henderson  S.  Mills.  A prominent  and  pros- 
perous merchant  of  Moorefleld  Village,  Moore- 
fleld Township,  Harrison  County,  Henderson  S. 
Mills  was  for  many  years  actively  associated 
with  the  advancement  of  the  educational  status 
of  county  and  state  as  a successful  and  popu- 
lar school  teacher,  later  becoming  widely  and 
favorably  known  as  county  clerk  of  Harrison 
County.  A son  of  the  late  Elias  Mills,  Jr.,  he 
was  born,  December  7,  1853,  in  the  village  where 
he  now  resides,  and  in  which  the  greater  part 
of  his  life  has  been  spent.  His  paternal  grand- 
father, Elias  Mills,  *Sr.,  was  born,  reared  and 
married  in  Maryland,  the  maiden  name  of  his 
wife  having  been  Nancy  Jane  Harris.  In  1817 
he  came  with  his  family  to  Moorefleld  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County,  and  bought  a large  tract 
of  land  that  was  still  in  its  primitive  wildness, 
and  a part  of  the  homestead  which  he  cleared 
is  now  owned  by  his  grandson,  Henderson  S. 
Mills,  of  whom  we  write.  To  him  and  his  wife 
eleven  children  were  born,  Joseph,  William, 
Nathan,  Elias,  John,  Reuben,  Jesse,  Benjamin, 
Mary  Ann,  Rachel,  and  Asenath. 

Elias  Mills,  Jr.,  was  born  in  Frederick,  Mary- 
land, June  27,  1812,  and  at  the  age  of  five  years 
came  with  his  parents  to  Moorefleld  Township, 
where  he  subsequently  spent  the  greater  part 
of  his  life,  during  his  active  career  having  been 
a hotel  keeper,  a farmer,  and  a real  estate 


dealer.  He  spent  his  last  eight  years  of  life  in 
Millersburg,  Ohio,  dying  there  October  18,  1893, 
at  a venerable  age. 

Elias  Mills,  Jr.,  was  four  times  married.  He 
married  first  Isabel  Glendon,  and  they  became 
the  parents  of  six  children,  as  follows:  Theo- 

dore ; W.  H.  H. ; Lovlna ; Mary  E. ; Isabel,  who 
was  burned  to  death  at  the  age  of  two  years; 
and  Martha,  who  died  in  childhood.  He  mar- 
ried for  his  second  wife  Mary  Brown,  who  was 
born  October  19,  1822,  in  a suburb  of  Phila- 
delphia, Pennsylvania,  and  died  on  the  home 
farm  in  Moorefleld  Township,  June  21,  1865.  Of 
this  union  six  children,  also,  were  born,  namely: 
Henderson  S.,  Wherry,  Ora,  Belle,  Eva,  and 
Allie. 

After  the  death  of  his  second  wife,  Elias 
Mills,  Jr.,  married  Elizabeth  WInrod,  who  died 
a short  time  later,  leaving  no  children.  He  sub- 
sequently married  Mrs.  Margaret  Clevenger. 
Mr.  Mills  served  as  postmaster  at  Moorefleld 
for  at  least  fifteen  years,  conducting  its  affairs 
ably  and  satisfactorily. 

Henderson  S.  Mills  laid  a substantial  founda- 
tion for  his  future  education  in  Moorefleld,  later 
continuing  his  studies  In  Lebanon  College,  In 
Lebanon,  Ohio.  After  leaving  college  he  em- 
barked upon  a professional  career,  and  subs<£ 
quently  taught  school  from  1873  until  19tiCT 
Beginning  his  pedagogical  efforts  in  Belmont 
County,  Ohio,  Mr.  Mills  taught  there  three  years, 
and  later  taught  two  terms  In  Kansas  and  two 
terms  in  Iowa.  Returning  to  Harrison  County, 
Ohio,  he  taught  in  Moorefleld  Village,  or  Moore- 
fleld Township  the  greater  part  of  the  time  un- 
til 1900. 

Being  elected  clerk  of  Harrison  County  in 
that  year,  Mr.  Mills  served  in  that  capacity 
from  1900  until  1906,  rendering  excellent  serv- 
ice. Turning  his  attention  then  to  agricultural 
pursuits,  he  was  engaged  in  general  farming  un- 
til 1915,  placing  his  farm  of  165  acres,  and  125 
acres  in  Moorefleld  Township,  adjoining  the  vil- 
lage, under  a good  state  of  cultivation.  For  the 
past  three  years  Mr.  Mills  has  conducted  a gen- 
eral mercantile  business  in  the  Village  of  Moore- 
fleld under  the  name  of  A.  J.  Schreiber,  who 
formerly  owned  the  store  in  Which  Mr.  Mills  Is 
located.  Since  1900  Mr.  Mills  has  operated  a 
coal  bank  on  his  farm,  It  being  a paying  propo- 
sition. At  the  present  time  he  is  also  serving 
as  postmaster  the  postofflce  being  located  In  his 
store.  Fraternally  he  is  a member  of  Cadiz 
Lodge,  Knights  of  Pythias. 

Mr.  Mills  has  been  twice  married.  He  mar- 
ried first,  in  1877,  Lucetta  J.  Murphy,  daughter 
of  Brice  and  Elizabeth  Murphy.  She  passed 
to  the  life  beyond  on  April  18,  1915,  leaving  one 
child,  Charles  M.,  of  Columbus,  Ohio,  who  mar- 
ried Flora  Moore,  and  has  one  child,  Hender- 
son A.  On  October  25,  1916,  Mr.  Mills  was 
united  in  marriage  with  Mrs.  Clara  Clendening, 
widow  of  Fred  Clendening,  and  daughter  of  A.  J. 
Schreiber,  of  Moorefleld  Village. 

On s Cramblett.  The  various  members  of  the 
Cramblett  family,  for  more  than  two  genera- 
tions identified  with  agricultural  pursuits  in 
Harrison  County,  do  not  need  special  introduc- 
tion to  the  people  of  this  part  of  Ohio,  and  it 
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is  therefore  sufficient  to  state  that  Otis  Cramb- 
lett,  of  Franklin  Township,  who  is  owner  of  a 
good  farm  and  is  a good  farm  manager,  is  a 
brother  of  W.  E.  Cramblett,  extended  reference 
to  whom  is  made  on  another  page  of  this  work. 

Otis  Cramblett  was  born  in  Stock  Township, 
Harrison  County,  November  28,  1865,  a son  of 
Thomas  and  Hannah  (Mallemee)  Cramblett, 
well-known  and  influential  farming  people  dur- 
ing their  active  lives,  and  details  of  whose 
families  are  set  out  in  the  sketch  alluded  to  in 
the  preceding  paragraph. 

Otis  Cramblett  was  educated  in  the  district 
schools  of  Franklin  Township,  Harrison  County, 
principally  attending  the  Beaver  Dam  school. 
At  the  close  of  his  school  years  he  started  to 
work  on  the  home  farm  and  under  the  able 
guidance  of  his  father,  he  became  a good  farmer. 
Mr.  Cramblett  continued  to  reside  on  the  home 
place  up  to  the  time  of  his  marriage,  when  he 
moved  to  Franklin  Township,  and  resumed 
farming  operations  there. 

November  11.  1896,  Mr.  Cramblett  was  united 
in  marriage  to  Miss  Mary  Emma  Cecil,  born  in 
Franklin  Township.  March  29,  1870,  a daughter 
of  Jesse  and  Nancy  (Gladman)  Cecil,  promi- 
nent and  popular  residents  of  Harrison  County 
for  many  years.  Jesse  Cecil  was  born  in 
Franklin  Township.  August  6,  1839,  a son  of 
Philip  and  Mary  (Logan)  Cecil,  the  former  of 
whom  was  a native  of  the  state  of  Maryland. 
Jesse  Cecil  married  Nancy  Gladman,  who  was 
born  November  26,  1842,  in  Franklin  Township, 
a daughter  of  David  and  Elizabeth  (Lyons) 
Gladman.  Mr.  Cecil  spent  all  his  life  in  his 
native  township  engaged  in  farming,  and  he  and 
his  wife  were  the  parents  of  six  children, 
namely:  David  E.,  Laura  Lizzie.  Edwin  M., 

Mary  Emma,  Alfred  Edgar  and  Jesse  Laurence. 
Jesse  Cecil  died  February  13,  1919;  his  wife 
died  about  eighteen  years  previous,  having 
passed  away  June  19,  1901.  They  were  earnest 
members  of  the  Christian  Church  of  Tappan 
and  enjoyed  the  confidence  and  esteem  of  a 
wide  circle  of  friends. 

Some  short  time  after  his  marriage,  Mr. 
Cramblett  engaged  in  agricultural  operations  In 
Franklin  Township,  and  in  the  spring  of  1903 
he  and  his  wife  moved  to  Washington  Township, 
where  they  continued  to  reside  until  the  fall 
of  1906,  moving  in  the  latter  year  to  his  pres- 
ent holding.  Here  he  owns  eighty  acres  of 
prime  land,  lying  along  the  Ocean-to-Ocean 
Highway;  he  is  also  the  owner  of  the  old  home 
place  which  consists  of  200  acres  of  good  land 
in  Stock  Township.  His  agricultural  undertak- 
ings comprise  general  farming  and  stock  rais- 
ing. his  products  in  both  lines  being  regarded 
as  attaining  the  best  results  possible.  Since 
his  boyhood,  Mr.  Cramblett  has  been  operating 
a threshing  outfit  in  his  home  neighborhood. 

To  the  marriage  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cramblett 
three  children  have  been  born,  namely : Thomas 
Jesse,  born  October  14,  1900;  Edith  Rachel, 
April  29.  1905,  and  James  David,  June  18,  1911. 
The  Cramblett  family  are  members  of  the  Chris- 
tian Church  of  Tappan  and  take  a warm  inter- 
est in  all  its  good  works. 

While  Mr.  Cramblett  has  never  been  a seeker 
after  political  office,  nevertheless,  he  has  al- 


ways evinced  close  regard  for  the  welfare  of 
the  community  in  which  he  has  been  a resident 
for  many  years,  and  he  and  his  wife  have  ever 
given  of  their  time  and  abilities  to  the  advance- 
ment of  the  social  and  cultural  activities  of 
their  township  and  county. 

Joel  Cramblett.  Mention  of  several  members 
of  the  Cramblett  family  has  been  made  in  the 
pages  of  this  biographical  history,  and  it  now 
becomes  the  duty  of  the  chronicler  to  add  the 
name  of  Joel  Cramblett  to  the  existing  list,  the 
subject  of  this  sketch  being  an  extensive  farmer 
and  stock  raiser. 

Joel  Cramblett  was  born  in  Stock  Township, 
Harrison  County,  May  7,  1869,  a son  of  Thomas 
and  Hannah  (Mallemee)  Cramblett,  well- 
known  residents  in  their  time  of  this  part  of 
Ohio,  and  extended  reference  to  whom  may  be 
found  under  the  caption  of  W.  E.  Cramblett, 
brother  of  Joel  Cramblett. 

Joel  Cramblett  secured  his  education  in  the 
district  schools  of  Franklin  Township,  and  while 
yet  in  his  young  manhood  he  commenced  the 
life  of  a farmer  in  Stock  Township.  With  the 
exception  of  two  years,  during  which  he  farmed 
in  Franklin  Township,  Mr.  Cramblett  has  al- 
ways been  engaged  along  agricultural  lines  In 
Stock  Township.  He  carries  on  general  farm- 
ing and  stock  raising,  in  the  latter  branch  be- 
ing a breeder  of  purebred  Black  Top  sheep  and 
has  recently  taken  on  the  breeding  of  purebred 
Shorthorn  cattle,  in  the  handling  of  which  he 
has  been  very  successful.  He  Is  now  the  owner 
of  230  acres  of  excellent  land,  which  he  has 
improved  and  developed,  having  practically  put 
all  the  present  buildings  on  the  holding,  and  is 
generally  regarded  as  one  of  the  most  progres- 
sive husbandmen  of  the  district  in  which  he 
lives. 

April  1,  1896,  Mr.  Cramblett  was  united  in 
marriage  to  Miss  Susie  P.  Henderson,  a daugh- 
ter of  J.  C.  Henderson.  They  have  become  the 
parents  of  five  children  as  follows:  J.  Lloyd, 

Robert  H.,  Ralph  B.,  Virginia  L.  and  Rosa 
Grace.  Mrs.  Cramblett  is  a member  of  the 
Ridge  Presbyterian  Church,  while  the  children 
are  members  of  the  Pleasant  Valley  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church.  Mr.  Cramblett  has  never 
leaned  toward  partisan  politics,  but  has  always 
given  of  his  time  and  efforts  to  help  all  move- 
ments calculated  to  advance  the  legitimate  in- 
terests of  the  home  community. 

James  H.  McInttbe  has  found  in  his  native 
county  excellent  opportunities  for  the  resource- 
ful exhibition  of  his  initiative  ability  and  pro- 
gressive policies,  for  he  has  not  only  become  a 
prominent  representative  of  agricultural  indus- 
try but  has  also  controlled  a substantial  busi- 
ness in  the  manufacturing  of  lumber  from  na- 
tive timber  in  this  section  of  the  state.  He 
owns  and  resides  upon  his  father’s  old  home- 
stead farm,  of  163  acres,  in  Lee  Township,  be- 
sides which  he  owns  also  112  acres  in  Loudon 
Township  and  175  acres  In  Perry  Township. 
He  has  purchased  a goodly  amount  of  timber 
land  in  the  county  and  after  felling  the  trees 
and  manufacturing  the  same  into  lumber  he 
has  sold  much  of  the  land,  though  he  still  re- 
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tains  a large  and  valuable  landed  estate  in  bis 
native  county.  He  has  been  actively  identified 
with  the  lumber  business  since  1906,  and  from 
the  time  of  his  youth  to  the  present  has  closely 
associated  with  farm  industry,  in  which  con- 
nection he  is  now  one  of  the  representative 
agriculturists  and  stock-growers  of  the  county. 

Mr.  Mclntire  was  born  at  Harlem  Springs, 
this  county,  on  the  9th  of  November,  1859,  and 
is  a son  of  Samuel  and  Virlinda  (Davis)  Mc- 
lntire, both  of  whom  passed  their  entire  lives 
in  Carroll  County.  Within  the  course  of  his 
active  career  Samuel  Mclntire  owned  several 
different  farms  in  this  county,  and  he  was  one 
of  the  well-known  and  highly  esteemed  citizens 
of  the  county  at  the  time  of  his  death,  April  24, 
1900,  his  widow  having  survived  him  by  about 
twelve  years  and  both  having  been  zealous 
members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  Of  their 
children  the  eldest  is  Miss  Margaret,  who  re- 
sides at  Harlem  Springs;  Mary  became  the  wife 
of  Frank  Osterman  and  she  is  now  deceased ; 
James  H.,  of  this  review,  was  the  next  in  order 
of  birth;  Emma  is  the  widow  of  Andrew  Tin- 
lin  and  resides  in  the  city  of  Canton,  Stark 
County;  and  Alice  is  a resident  of  Brownsville, 
Pennsylvania. 

In  addition  to  receiving  the  advantages  of  the 
district  schools  of  his  native  county  James  H. 
Mclntire  also  attended  Harlem  College,  at  Har- 
lem Springs.  He  early  began  to  assist  his  fa- 
ther in  farm  operations  and  in  his  independent 
career  as  a farmer  and  lumberman  he  has  shown 
exceptional  energy  and  administrative  ability, 
with  the  result  that  he  has  achieved  substan- 
tial success,  the  while  he  has  so  ordered  his 
course  as  to  retain  secure  vantage-place  in  pop- 
ular confidence  and  esteem.  He  is  independent 
in  political  matters  and  he  and  his  wife  are 
active  members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  at 
Harlem  Springs. 

In  1882  was  solemnized  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Mclntire  to  Miss  Lydia  Cogsll,  who  likewise 
was  born  and  reared  in  Carroll  Countv  and  who 
is  a daughter  of  the  late  Oliver  Cogsil. 

The  eldest  of  the  children  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Mclntire  Is  Frederick,  who  Is  a successful 
farmer  In  Loudon  Township;  May  is  the  wife 
of  Frederick  Simmons,  of  Lee  Township;  Ruth 
is  the  widow  of  William  H.  Tope  and  she  and 
her  only  child,  Dean,  reside  with  her  parents; 
Frank  is  a progressive  farmer  in  Loudon  Town- 
ship; Hazel  Is  the  wife  of  William  Stenger,  of 
that  township;  and  Robert,  Pauline  and  Ralph 
are  still  members  of  the  parental  home  circle. 

John  L.  Johnston.  A well-known  and  highly 
esteemed  citizen  of  the  village  of  Moorefleld, 
John  L.  Johnston  is  actively  and  prominently 
identified  with  the  mercantile  and  agricultural 
affairs  of  Harrison  County,  owning  and  man- 
aging a farm  in  Moorefleld  Township,  while  at 
the  same  time  he  is  operating  a grocery  in  the 
village.  A son  of  the  late  Alexander  Johnston, 
be  was  born,  January  12,  1842,  on  section  16, 
Moorefleld  Township,  Harrison  County,  Ohio 
of  sturdy  pioneer  stock. 

Alexander  Johnston  was  born  in  Archer 
Township,  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  February  8, 
1818.  Learning  the  brick  maker’s  trade  when 


young,  he  followed  it  for  a short  time  in  both 
Jefferson  and  Belmont  counties,  but  spent  the 
greater  part  of  his  active  life  in  Harrison 
County,  chiefly  in  Moorefleld  Township,  dying 
there  in  1873.  He  married,  in  1838,  Sadie  La- 
tham. who  was  born  in  Harrison  County,  Ohio, 
and  died  in  1879.  She  was  a daughter  of  John 
Latham,  pioneer  of  Harrison  County,  Ohio.  Six 
children  were  born  of  their  marriage,  as  fol- 
lows: George,  deceased;  Susan;  Nancy,  de- 

ceased; Hannah,  deceased;  John  L.,  the  subject 
of  this  brief  sketch ; and  Minerva,  deceased. 

Educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Moorefleld 
Township.  John  L.  Johnston  succeeded  to  the 
ancestral  occupation,  with  which  he  had  been 
familiar  from  boyhood,  and  after  farming  for 
a time  in  Flushing  Township,  Belmont  County, 
Ohio,  returned  to  Moorefleld  Township,  where 
he  has  since  continued  his  agricultural  opera- 
tions, he  and  his  family  owning  eighty-seven 
acres  of  rich  and  fertile  land,  the  greater  part 
of  which  Is  in  a good  state  of  cultivation,  re- 
sponding readily  to  the  care  so  faithfully  given 
It.  For  the  past  thirty  years  Mr.  Johnston  has 
resided  in  Moorefleld  Village,  where,  in  addi- 
tion to  looking  after  his  farm,  he  is  carrying 
on  an  extensive  grocery  business. 

Mr.  Johnston  married.  March  7,  1867,  Almeda 
Moore,  daughter  of  John  T.  and  Sarah  (Mans- 
field) Moore.  Her  father  came  to  Moorefleld 
Township,  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  as  a lad  of 
sixteen  years,  being  then  an  orphan.  He  sub- 
sequently learned  the  tanner’s  trade  in  Cadiz, 
serving  an  apprenticeship  with  John  Hogg.  Set- 
tling at  Moorefleld,  he  oi>erated  a tannery  for 
years,  carrying  on  a large  business.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Moore  reared  seven  children,  ns  follows: 
Louise,  Anna  Jane,  Almeda.  Berkeley,  Colum- 
bus C.,  Tulitha.  and  Mary  Ellen.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Johnston  have  but  one  child.  Sarah  Jane,  wife 
of  C.  A.  Quinn,  of  Canton.  Ohio. 

During  the  Civil  war,  Mr.  Johnston  enlisted, 
February  20.  1865.  in  Company  I,  One  Hundred 
and  Eighfy-Fifth  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  and 
spent  the  greater  part  of  his  time  in  service  at 
Owensburg.  Kentucky,  being  discharged  Octo- 
ber 5,  1865.  For  many  years  he  was  an  active 
member  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic, 
belonging  to  the  post  at  Freeport,  Ohio. 

John  F.  Moore  is  a representative  of  one  of 
the  influential  and  honored  pioneer  families  of 
Harrison  County  and  here  he  has  resided  in 
Moorefleld  Township  from  the  time  of  his  birth, 
which  occurred  January  1.  1845.  In  his  native 
township  he  is  the  owner  of  a valuable  farm 
estate,  and  his  only  son  now  has  the  active 
management  of  the  farm  property,  comprising 
more  than  302  acres. 

. John  F.  Moore  is  a son  of  Uriah  and  Mary 
Ann  (Fulton)  Moore,  the  former  of  whom  was 
born  in  Greene  County,  Pennsylvania,  March  4, 
1814.  and  the  latter  April  14.  1821,  in  Harrison 
County.  Ohio,  where  her  parents,  Philip  and 
Sarah  (Hanna)  Fulton,  settled  upon  coming  from 
Maryland  to  Ohio,  about  the  year  1819.  Uriah 
Moore  was  a son  of and  Sarah  (Shep- 

ard) Moore,  the  former  of  whom  was  born  in 
New  Jersey  in  1767,  and  the  latter  in  Greene 
County.  Pennsylvania,  in  1777,  their  marriage 
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having  there  been  solemnized  and  their  children 
having  been  three  sons  and  four  daughters. 
Uriah  Moore  was  three  years  old  when  his  par- 
ents came  from  Pennsylvania,  in  1817,  and  be- 
came pioneer  settlers  in  what  is  now  Moorefleld 
Township,  Harrison  County,  where  the  home 
was  established  on  a tract  of  160  acres  of  tim- 
bered land — the  northeast  quarter  of  section  7, 
Moorefleld  Township.  Here  the  parents  passed 
the  remainder  of  their  lives  and  Uriah  Moore 
eventually  came  into  possession  of  the  old  home 
farm,  which  he  retained  until  the  close  of  his 
life,  besides  having  added  other  property  to 
his  landed  estate.  His  father  died  in  1823,  and 
his  mother  passed  away  in  1841,  both  having 
been  active  members  of  the  Methodist  Episco- 
pal Church. 

In  his  early  youth  Uriah  Moore  learned  the 
trade  of  wheelwright,  and  this  he  followed  a 
number  of  years,  after  which  he  engaged  in 
carpenter  work,  besides  giving  his  supervision 
to  his  excellent  farm.  He  and  his  wife  re- 
mained on  their  old  home  farm  until  their 
deaths,  each  having  attained  to  venerable  age, 
and  both  having  been  devoted  members  of  the 
Nottingham  Presbyterian  Church.  Mr.  Moore 
was  a democrat  and  was  influential  In  com- 
munity affairs,  as  indicated  by  his  having  held 
several  township  offices.  His  marriage  to  Miss 
Mary  Ann  Fulton  occurred  October  13,  1842,  and 
they  became  the  parents  of  ten  children:  Sarah 
A.  (Mrs.  Corbin),  John  F.,  William  A.,  Hannah 
M.  (Mrs.  Dickerson),  Albert  D.,  Zephaniah,  An- 
derson W.,  Vincent  C.,  Elliott  D.,  ,M.  D.,  and 
Mary  E. 

John  F.  Moore  was  reared  on  the  old  home 
farm  and  received  the  advantages  of  the  com- 
mon schools  of  the  locality  and  period.  His 
entire  active  career  has  been  marked  by  close 
and  successful  association  with  farm  industry, 
and  he  is  now  one  of  the  venerable  and  honored 
native  sons  still  residing  in  Moorefleld  Town- 
ship, where  he  has  contributed  his  share  to  civic 
and  industrial  progress  and  prosperity.  The 
democratic  party  has  always  received  his  alle- 
giance and  he  holds  membership  in  the  Not- 
tingham Presbyterian  Church,  as  did  also  his 
devoted  wife,  whose  death  occurred  May  7, 
1919.  after  their  wedded  companionship  had 
continued  for  more  than  fifty  years. 

August  30,  1866,  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Moore  to  Miss  Catherine  B.  Knight,  who 
was  born  In  Nottingham  Township,  this  county, 
on  the  1st  of  December,  1848,  a daughter  of 
Joseph  and  Eliza  Ann  (Jones)  Knight,  her 
grandparents  having  come  to  Harrison  County 
in  the  pioneer  days,  from  Pennsylvania.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Moore  became  the  parents  of  three 
children — William  E.,  Annie  M.  and  Hannah  M. 
Of  the  son,  who  has  active  charge  of  the  farm 
operations  and  who  is  associated  with  his  fa- 
ther in  the  ownership  of  a large  and  valuable 
farm  property  in  Moorefleld  Township,  specific 
record  is  given  on  other  pages  of  this  pub- 
lication. 

William  Everett  Moore  and  his  father,  John 
F.  Moore,  of  whom  individual  mention  is  made 
above,  own  a fine  farm  property  of  somewhat 
more  than  300  acres,  in  Moorefleld  Township, 


Harrison  County,  and  the  son  has  the  active 
supervision  and  direction  of  the  various  details 
of  the  operation  of  this  valuable  landed  estate, 
which  is  effectively  used  for  well  diversified  ag- 
riculture and  the  raising  of  good  grades  of  live 
stock,  the  venerable  father  still  remaining  on 
the  old  home  farm  and  the  devoted  mother  hav- 
ing passed  to  eternal  rest  May  7,  1919. 

William  Everett  Moore  was  born  in  Moore- 
fleld Township  on  the  23d  of  July,  1869,  and  is 
a representative  of  an  honored  pioneer  family 
of  the  county,  as  may  be  seen  by  reference  to 
the  life-sketch  of  his  father.  The  public  schools 
of  his  native  township  afforded  him  his  early, 
education,  and  he  remained  at  the  parental 
home  until  his  marriage,  September  8,  1892,  to 
Miss  Jeanette  Haverfield,  daughter  of  Gillespie 
and  Sarah  Jane  (Hines)  Haverfield,  of  Moore- 
fleld Township.  Since  his  marriage  he  has  con- 
tinued his  vigorous  and  prolific  association  with 
farm  industry  in  his  native  township,  and  in  the 
live-stock  department  priority  is  given  to  the 
breeding  and  feeding  of  sheep.  He  is  a demo- 
crat in  his  political  proclivities,  is  affiliated  with 
the  blue  lodge  and  chapter  of  the  Masonic  fra- 
ternity, at  Cadiz,  and  he  has  been  a director  In 
the  Piedmont  State  Bank  since  1915.  He  and 
his  wife  are  zealous  members  of  the  Rankin 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  and  he  has  served 
as  a steward,  as  well  as  treasurer,  of  the  same. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Moore  have  two  children:  Roy 

Vernon,  who  married  Miss  Corella  D.  Todd  and 
resides  in  Moorefleld  Township;  and  Ginevra, 
who  was  graduated  in  the  Cadiz  High  School  as 
a member  of  the  class  of  1920,  and  married 
Ralph  P.  Dickerson,  of  Cadiz,  on  August  25, 
1920. 

Elmer  E.  Bargab.  Among  the  energetic,  in- 
dustrious and  enterprising  men  who  have  ably 
assisted  in  rendering  Harrison  County  a rich 
and  productive  agricultural  region  special  men- 
tion should  be  made  of  Elmer  R.  Bargar,  a prom- 
inent and  successful  farmer  of  Moorefleld  Town- 
ship, and  one  of  Its  highly  esteemed  citizens. 
A native  of  Harrison  County,  he  was  born, 
February  6,  1862,  in  the  village  of  Tippecanoe, 
a son  of  the  late  Alexander  Bargar.  He  comes 
of  sturdy  pioneer  stock,  his  paternal  grandfa- 
ther, Valentine  Bargar,  having  been  an  early 
settler  of  Cadiz  Township,  where  he  owned  a 
farm  and  a saw  mill.  He  married  Jane  MI111- 
ken.  and  among  their  children  were  John  C.. 
Betsey  and  Alexander. 

Alexander  Bargar  was  bom  on  the  parental 
homestead  In  Cadiz  Township,  and  as  a boy  as- 
sisted his  father  on  the  farm  and  in  the  mill. 
Following  the  occupation  to  which  he  was 
reared,  he  carried  on  general  fanning  in  both 
Harrison  and  Guernsey  counties,  continuing  ac- 
tively employed  until  his  death,  which  occurred 
in  September,  1897.  He  was  a man  of  firm  con- 
victions, an  excellent  speaker,  and  thoroughly 
enjoyed  a good  debate.  Alexander  Bargar  was 
three  times  married.  His  first  wife,  whose 
maiden  name  was  Elizabeth  Lafferty,  died  a 
few  years  after  their  marriage,  leaving  no  chil- 
dren. He  subsequently  married  Mary  Roberts, 
who  died  in  early  womanhood,  leaving  two 
children,  Emma  and  Mary  Jane.  He  married 
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for  his  third  wife  Sophia  Phillips,  who  was  born 
in  Washington  Township,  Harrison  County, 
Ohio,  where  her  father,  Joseph  Phillips,  was  a 
pioneer  settler.  Joseph  Phillips  married  Je- 
mima Johnson,  and  they  became  the  parents  of 
seven  children,  John,  Asa,  Elihu,  Joseph,  Com- 
fort, Sophia  and  Jemima.  By  his  third  mar- 
riage Alexander  Bargar  became  the  father  of 
five  children,  as  follows:  Elmer  E.,  with  whom 
this  sketch  is  chiefly  concerned;  Maggie  M. ; 
Flora  B. ; Anna  Laura;  and  Minnie  J. 

Attending  first  the  rural  schools  of  Washing- 
ton Township,  in  his  native  county,  Elmer  E. 
Bargar  completed  his  early  studies  in  Newport, 
Tuscarawas  County,  where  he  afterward  began 
farming  on  his  own  account.  Finding  the  oc- 
cupation congenial  to  his  tastes,  and  one  for 
which  he  was  well  adapted,  both  by  knowledge 
and  experience,  he  bought  land  in  Moorefield 
Township  in  the  spring  of  1896,  and  has  since 
carried  on  general  farming  and  stock  raising 
with  unquestioned  success.  His  farm  of  140 
acres  is  well  improved,  his  buildings  being  of  a 
substantial  character,  and  in  its  equipments 
ranks  with  any  in  the  vicinity. 

Mr.  Bargar  married,  April  1,  1891,  Cora  M. 
Varner,  a daughter  of  John  Varner,  a prosper- 
ous farmer  of  Bush  Township,  Tuscarawas 
County,  Ohio.  Mr.  Varner  married.for  his  first 
wife  Delilah  JJarman,  who  bore  him  seven  chil- 
dren, Benjamin,  Joseph,  Mary  Jane,  Sarah,  Ag- 
nes, Martin  and  Cora  M.  By  his  second  wife, 
whose  maiden  name  was  Mary  Ann  Gaudy  there 
were  three  children,  Amanda  and  Andrew, 
twins,  and  Catherine. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bargar  have  four  children, 
namely:  Mary  Margaret,  Francis  M.,  Clyde 
A.,  and  Lillian  Olive.  During  the  World 
war  Francis  M.  Bargar,  on  September  5,  1918, 
entered  the  service,  and  after  being  stationed 
a short  time  at  Camp  Sherman  was  transferred 
to  the  Eastern  Coast,  where,  as  a member  of 
the  Heavy  Artillery,  he  served  in  several  differ- 
ent  camps  before  receiving  his  discharge,  De- 
cember 23,  1918,  at  Camp  Sherman. 

Isaac  G.  Douglass.  Of  the  many  enterprising 
and  progressive  agriculturists  of  Harrison 
County,  Isaac  G.  Douglass,  of  Moorefield  Town- 
ship, holds  a position  of  note,  his  life  record 
being  creditable  to  himself,  and  also  to  his  good 
parents,  who  reared  him  in  the  paths  of  indus- 
try and  integrity.  A son  of  the  late  William  R. 
Douglass,  he  was  born,  August  ,4,  1855,  in  Flush- 
ing Township,  Belmont  County,  Ohio,  of  Scotch 
ancestry. 

His  paternal  grandfather,  Samuel  Douglass, 
immigrated  from  Scotland  to  the  United  States, 
and  made  his  way  directly  to  Ohio.  Purchasing 
a tract  of  wild  land  in  Belmont  County,  he 
cleared  and  improved  a good  homestead,  and 
there  spent  his  remaining  years.  To  him  and 
his  wife,  whose  maiden  name  was  Rebecca  Arm- 
strong, five  children  were  born  as  follows : Otha, 
William  R.,  Samuel,  Rebecca,  and  Mary  Ellen. 

Born  and  reared  in  Belmont  County,  William 
R.  Douglass  spent  his  entire  life  in  that  county, 
during  his  active  career  having  been  a tiller  of 
the  soil.  He  married  Mary  Jane  Chandler,  who 
was  born  in  Flushing  Township,  Belmont 


County,  a daughter  of  Isaac  H.  and  Elsie  (Arm- 
strong) Chandler,  who  bad  a family  of 
children,  as  follows : Abraham,  George; 

Thomas,  William,  John,  David,  Isaac,  Mary 
Jane  and  Anna.  Six  children  brightened  the 
marriage  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  William  R.  Douglass, 
namely:  Harvey,  living  in  Columbus,  Ohio; 

Isaac  G.,  of  this  brief  biographical  record;  Al- 
bert Le  Roy,  of  West  Liberty,  Iowa;  Charles 
H.,  a resident  of  Los  Angeles,  California ; Lu- 
ella,  wife  of  Dr.  G.  H.  Mott,  of  Santaquln, 
Utah;  and  Eva  R.,  wife  of  John  Mott,  of  Boul- 
der, Colorado.  Both  parents  were  devout  mem- 
bers of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  while 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Isaac  Chandler  belonged  to  the 
Friends  Church. 

Isaac  G.  Douglass  attended  first  the  rural 
schools  of  Flushing  Township,  completing  his 
early  education  in  Belmont  County,  where  he 
likewise  acquired  his  first  knowledge  of  agri- 
culture. Settling  in  Moorefield  Township  after 
his  marriage,  Mr.  Douglass  has  since  devoted 
his  time  and  attention  to  general  farming,  the 
family  having  title  to  250  acres  of  tillable  land, 
on  which  many  and  valuable  Improvements  have 
been  made. 

On  August  5,  1888,  Mr.  Douglass  was  united 
in  marriage  with  Sarah  E.  Lafferty,  a daughter 
of  Joseph  and  Mary  (Bethel)  Lafferty,  and  into* 
the  household  thus  established  seven  children 
have  made  their  advent,  namely:  George  C.„ 

of  Moorefield  Township,  who  married  Bessie 
Porter,  and  they  have  had  five  children,  Estella, 
who  lived  bat  six  years,  Harry,  Roy,  Edwin, 
and  Agnes,  who  died  at  the  age  of  six  months; 
Joseph  C.,  of  Freeport,  Ohio,  married  Iva  Hus- 
ton and  has  three  children,  Beatrice  Irene,  Wil- 
bur Huston,  and  Mary  Marguerite;  Charles  H., 
of  Holloway,  Ohio,  married  Emma  Wharton; 
William  R.,  of  Moorefield  Township,  married 
Estella  Porter,  and  has  two  children,  Marion, 
who  died  in  childhood,  and  Charles  William; 
Mary  L. ; Frank  L. ; and  Delbert  L.  Mr.  Doug- 
lass is  a member  of  the  Methodist  Church,  while 
Mrs.  Douglass  worships  with  the  Baptists. 

Charles  H.  Douglass,  the  third  child  of  the 
parental  household,  served  as  a soldier  in  the 
World  war,  entering  the  army  on  May  26,  1918, 
and  being  sent  directly  to  Camp  Gordon.  On 
July  15,  he  started  for  Camp  Merritt,  New  Jer- 
sey, and  on  July  21  went  to  Hoboken,  New  Jer- 
sey, from  whence,  on  July  23,  he  sailed  for 
France.  Arriving  at  Liverpool,  England,  on 
August  3,  he  remained  there  with  his  company 
two  days,  from  there  going  to  Winchester,  Eng- 
land. On  August  9,  he  sailed  with  his  command 
from  Southampton,  England,  for  Havre,  France, 
from  whence  he  proceeded  to  Aignan.  At  Grand, 
France,  he  was  assigned  to  Company  C,  Thirty- 
Ninth  Infantry,  Fourth  Division,  In  which  he 
served  until  gassed  and  taken  to  a hospital.  He 
subsequently  took  part  in  the  drives  at  St 
Mihiel  on  September  9 and  12,  and  on  Septem- 
ber 19  was  relieved,  and  spent  the  following 
six  days  in  the  woods.  On  September  25,  he 
again  went  with  his  company  to  the  front,  re- 
maining until  relieved,  on  October  5,  for  the 
night.  Returning  to  the  front  with  Ms  division 
on  October  6,  he  remained  until  the  engagement 
of  October  11,  when  he  was  gassed,  and  placed 
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in  Base  Hospital  No.  64,  from  there  being  later 
transferred  to  Base  Hospital  No.  52.  Leaving 
there  on  November  15,  C.  H.  Douglass  ar- 
rived at  Cholet.  France,  on  November  11,  Ar- 
mistice day.  He  was  afterward  stationed  at 
different  places,  including  Lucey,  Tout,  Bulles, 
and  Ernst.  On  March  18,  1919,  his  division 
was  reviewed  by  General  Pershing  at  Kaiser- 
sesch,  Germany.  He  subsequently  traveled 
through  Belgium,  across  the  ruined  battlefields, 
and  visited  a number  of  cities  of  Germany, 
among  others  having  been  Clotten,  Bruttig,  Co- 
chen,  Coblenz,  and  Bullam.  On  July  24,  1919, 
he  sailed  from  Brest,  France,  on  the  “Mount 
Vernon,”  for  the  United  States,  and  on  August 
1,  arrived  at  Hoboken,  New  Jersey.  Proceeding 
to  Camp  Sherman,  he  was  there  discharged  on 
August  8,  1919,  and  returned  home. 

John  E.  Dickerson  is  the  owner  of  a fine 
farm  of  177*4  acres,  in  Moorefleld  Township, 
Harrison  County,  and  in  addition  to  having 
prestige  as  one  of  the  substantial  and  success- 
ful exponents  of  agricultural  and  live-stock  In- 
dustry in  his  native  township  he  is  a repre- 
sentative of  an  honored  pioneer  family  whose 
name  has  been  one  of  prominence  in  Harrison 
County  for  more  than  a century. 

Mr.  Dickerson  was  born  in  Moorefield  Town- 
ship, on  the  9th  of  January.  1868,  and  is  a son 
of  Joshua  R.  and  Rebecca  (Dickerson)  Dicker- 
son.  Joshua  R.  Dickerson  was  born  in  Athens 
Township,  this  county,  September  2,  1842,  and 
his  entire  life  was  passed  in  his  native  county, 
where  his  death  occurred  September  29,  1899. 
He  wag  a son  of  William  and  Jane  (Lafferty) 
Dickerson,  and  his  father  likewise  was  born  in 
Athens  Township,  on  the  17th  of  October,  1815, 
he  having  been  the  last  to  survive  of  the  sons 
of  Joshua  Dickerson,  who  was  one  of  the  very 
early  settlers  of  Harrison  County.  William 
Dickerson  devoted  his  entire  active  life  to  farm 
industry  and  was  a venerable  citizen  of  Moore- 
field Township  at  the  time  of  his  death.  As  a 
young  man,  in  1838,  he  married  Jane,  a daugh- 
ter of  Samuel  Lafferty,  of  Moorefleld  Township, 
and  they  became  the  parents  of  eight  children, 
of  whom  Joshua  R.  was  the  second  in  order  of 
birth.  Mrs.  Dickerson  died  in  the  year  1864, 
and  Mr.  Dickerson  later  married  Mary  McMil- 
lan, after  whose  death  he  wedded  Margaret 
Bartow,  who  survived  him  by  several  years.  He 
was  a zealous  member  of  the  Nottingham  Pres- 
byterian Church  from  his  youth  until  his  death. 

Joshua  R.  Dickerson  was  reared  on  the  old 
home  farm  of  his  father,  received  the  advan- 
tages of  the  common  schools  of  the  locality  and 
period,  and  after  his  marriage  he  became  the 
owner  of  an  excellent  farm,  of  158  acres,  in 
Moorefleld  Township,  a property  to  which  he 
later  added  an  adjacent  tract  of  forty  acres. 
He  made  good  improvements  on  this  farm  and 
in  connection  with  his  successful  farm  enter- 
prise he  was  for  a number  of  years  engaged  in 
the  buying  and  shipping  of  live  stock.  He  was 
influential  In  community  affairs,  held  various 
local  offices  of  public  trust,  was  a democrat  in 
politics,  and  both  he  and  his  wife  were  zealous 
members  of  the  Nottingham  Presbyterian 
Church.  March  10,  1864,  recorded  the  marriage 


of  Mr.  Dickerson  to  Miss  Rebecca  Dickerson, 
who  was  born  October  16,  1843,  a daughter  of 
John  and  Elizabeth  (McFadden)  Dickerson,  of 
Athens  Township.  Mrs.  Dickerson  passed  to  the 
life  eternal  on  the  22d  of  December,  1888,  and 
her  husband  survived  her  by  nearly  eleven 
years.  They  became  the  parents  of  five  chil- 
dren— Clara  J.,  John  Edward,  Mary  E.,  Will- 
iam and  Sarah  E. 

John  Edward  Dickerson  gained  his  early  edu- 
cation in  the  district  school  known  as  the  Pop- 
lar school,  in  Moorefleld  Township,  and  he  con- 
tinued to  be  associated  with  the  work  of  his 
father’s  farm  until  the  time  of  his  marriage,  in 
the  summer  of  1895,  when  he  established  his 
residence  on  his  present  well-improved  farm, 
which  in  its  productiveness  and  general  appear- 
ance gives  evidence  of  his  thrift  and  prosperity 
as  an  exemplar  of  agricultural  and  live-stock 
enterprise.  He  has  had  no  desire  for  political 
activity  or  public  office,  but  is  a loyal  and  pro- 
gressive citizen  and  is  affiliated  with  the  demo- 
cratic party. 

On  the  22d  of  August,  1895,  Mr.  Dickerson 
wedded  Miss  Alavan  Mauderly,  who  was  born 
in  Perry  Township,  Tuscarawas  County.  Ohio, 
on  the  14th  of  February,  1874,  and  who  is  a 
daughter  of  Joseph  and  Deborah  (Paxton)  Mau- 
derly. Her* father  was  born  in  Switzerland. 
March  14,  1828,  and  his  death  occurred  April  3. 
1901,  his  wife  having  been  born  December  3. 
1830,  and  having  passed  away  April  27,  1883. 
Joseph  Mauderly  was  reared  and  educated  in 
his  native  land  and  was  a young  man  when  he 
came  to  the  United  States,  where  he  established 
his  home  in  Tuscarawas  County,  his  entire 
active  career  having  been  marked  by  his  asso- 
ciation with  the  work  of  his  trade,  that  of 
wagonmaker.  He  was  a communicant  of  the 
Lutheran  Church  and  his  wife  held  membership 
In  the  Baptist  Church.  They  became  the  par- 
ents of  nine  children,  whose  names  and  resis- 
tive dates  of  birth  are  here  recorded:  Sarah 

Elizabeth,  March  4,  1858;  Mary  E..  August  10. 
1860;  Casper,  February  10,  1862;  Samuel.  July 
2,  1864  (died  the  following  day)  ; George,  June 
29,  1865  (died  December  20,  1918) ; Isaac  B., 
July  30,  1866  (died  September  14,  1866)  ; John. 
May  19,  1868  (died  the  same  day)  ; Joseph, 
May  14,  1869  (died  March  24,  1874)  ; and  Ala- 
van. February  14,  1874.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Dicker- 
son  have  two  children — Byron  Connard,  born 
May  3,  1898,  and  Mary  Evalyn,  born  October  21, 
1907.  Byron  Connard  Dickerson  married  Feb- 
ruary 16.  1921,  Helen  Todd,  daughter  of  Elmer 
and  Rosa  (Crawford)  Todd,  of  Moorefleld 
Township. 

Charles  S.  Moore.  Standing  prominent 
among  the  intelligent  and  enterprising  farmers 
of  Harrison  County  is  Charles  S.  Moore,  of 
Moorefleld,  owner  and  manager  of  a farm  ad- 
joining the  village.  A skilful  agriculturist,  he 
has  toiled  diligently  in  his  efforts  to  improve 
his  property,  and  as  a farmer  and  stock  raiser 
has  met  with  marked  success.  A native  of 
Harrison  County,  he  was  born,  May  14,  1865. 
in  Moorefleld  Township,  a son  of  Johnson  and 
Emily  (Slater)  Moore,  for  many  years  pros- 
perous and  esteemed  members  of  the  farming 
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community.  Neither  of  his  parents  are  living, 
his  mother  having  died  in  April,  1909,  and  his 
father  on  October  11,  1911.  Farther  parental 
history  may  be  found  on  another  page  of  this 
volume,  in  connection  with  the  sketch  of  John 
M.  Dunlap. 

Bred  and  educated  in  Moorefleld  Township, 
Charles  S.  Moore  was  brought  up  by  a father 
who  was  well  versed  in  the  mysteries  of  agri- 
culture, and  naturally  became  familiar  with  all 
of  its  branches  at  an  early  age.  Selecting  the 
occupation  of  his  immediate  ancestors,  he  re- 
mained on  the  home  farm  until  ready  to  as- 
sume the  responsibilities  devolving  upon  the 
head  of  a household.  Moving  to  the  village  of 
Moorefleld  after  his  marriage,  Mr.  Moore  con- 
tinued the  management  of  his  farm  of  100 
acres,  and  also  ran  a livery  business,  building 
up  an  excellent  patronage  in  the  latter  industry. 
In  addition  to  carrying  on  general  farming 
after  the  most  approved  modern  methods,  Mr. 
Moore  has  been  especially  Interested  in  the 
breeding  and  raising  of  thorough  bred  Short- 
horn cattle,  although  he  has  recently  disposed 
of  all  of  his  registered  stock. 

Mr.  Moore  married  first,  in  July,  1896,  Anna 
Hopkins,  a daughter  of  Thomas  and  Sophia 
(Green)  Hopkins.  She  passed  to  the  higher 
life  in  1900.  Three  children  were  born  of  their 
union,  namely:  Harold  H.,  now  (April,  1921) 

a student  at  the  Byron  W.  King  School  of  Elo- 
cution and  Defective  Speech  at  Pittsburgh  train- 
ing for  teaching;  Edith,  who  died  in  infancy; 
and  Helen  A.,  a graduate  from  the  Wallace 
School  in  Columbus,  taught  school  for  a time  in 
Moorefleld  Township  and  in  April,  1921,  a stu- 
dent in  the  Clifton  Sanatorium  Nurses  Training 
School,  at  Clifton,  New  York. 

In  1902  Mr.  Moore  married  for  his  second  wife 
Mrs.  Ella  Fulton,  widow  of  George  Fulton, 
and  daughter  of  William  H.  and  Julia  (Hedges) 
Smith,  and  they  have  one  daughter,  Mary  Mar- 
garet Moore.  By  her  first  marriage  Mrs.  Moore 
had  one  child,  John  Verne  Fulton,  who  married 
Mary  C.  Moore,  and  has  four  children,  Grace, 
George,  Gladys  and  Ralph.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Moore 
are  consistent  members  of  the  Nottingham  Pres- 
byterian Church.  A public  spirited  citizen,  ever 
interested  in  local  affairs,  Mr.  Moore  served 
one  term  as  trustee  of  Moorefleld  Township, 
and  at  the  present  time  is  a member  of  the 
township  school  board. 

Charles  and  Edgab  Long.  One  of  the  old  and 
important  families  of  Monroe  Township,  Har- 
rison County,  bears  the  name  of  Long,  and  the 
Long  homestead  that  is  now  owned  and  oper- 
ated by  Charles  and  Edward  Long,  has  been  in 
the  family  for  ninety  years.  It  comprises  105 
acres,  and  is  accounted  one  of  the  best  farms 
in  this  part  of  the  county.  Charles  and  Edgar 
Long,  brothers,  were  both  born  here,  the  for- 
mer on  September  17,  1874,  and  the  latter  on 
January  16,  1886,  and  are  sons  of  John  A.  and 
Elizabeth  (McCullough)  Long. 

James  Long,  the  paternal  grandfather,  was  a 
son  of  David  Long  and  was  born  in  Cross  Creek 
Township,  Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  August  8, 
1808,  and  died  in  October,  1863.  He  married 
Isabel  McCullough,  who  was  horn  in  Cross 


Creek  Township,  Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  in 
1814,  and  died  in  October,  1884.  They  had 
children  as  follows:  Jane,  Lucilla  D.,  Asbury, 
David,  Hugh  M.,  Isabel  A.,  John  A.,  Charles 
W.,  James  A.,  Cunningham  and  Hudson,  all  but 
three  living  to  maturity.  About  1830  James 
Long  and  his  wife  came  to  the  Long  homestead 
in  Monroe  Township.  His  father,  David  Long, 
had  bought  the  property  from  Jacob  Reed,  who 
had  secured  it  from  the  Government,  and  it  has 
never  since  been  out  of  the  Long  family. 

John  A.  Long,  father  of  Charles  and  Edgar 
Long,  was  born  on  the  farm  above  mentioned, 
September  17,  1845,  and  died  November  24,  1917. 
He  grew  to  manhood  on  this  farm  and  spent 
all  his  life  here  except  the  two  last  years,  when 
he  lived  retired  at  New  Philadelphia,  Ohio.  He 
married  Elizabeth  McCullough,  who  was  born 
in  Monroe  Township,  Harrison  County,  March 
21,  1848,  and  died  July  22,  1891.  Her  parents 
were  David  and  Rachel  (Strong)  McCullough, 
the  former  of  whom  was  born  in  Cross  Creek 
Township,  Jefferson  County,  and  the  latter  in 
Union  Township,  Tuscarawas  County.  David 
McCullough  was  a farmer  in  Monroe  Township 
for  many  years.  He  died  In  September,  1896, 
surviving  his  wife  since  1873.  They  had  the 
following  children:  Harriet,  Catherine,  Jane, 

Elizabeth,  Margaret  and  Alexander.  The  fam- 
ily belonged  to  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 
To  John  A.  Long  and  his  wife  three  sons  were 
born : Charles,  Frank  M.  and  Edgar.  Of  these, 
the  eldest  and  youngest  live  on  the  old  home- 
stead which  they  own  in  partnership.  Frank 
M.,  who  was  born  March  1,  1876,  lives  at  Con- 
neaut,  Ohio.  He  married  Myrtle  Honk  and  they 
have  one  child,  Ruth.  John  A.  Long  and  his 
wife  were  active  members  of  the  Plum  Run 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

Charles  and  Edgar  Long  attended  school  in 
Monroe  Township.  They  have  always  lived  on 
the  home  place  and  are  partners  in  all  their 
business  undertakings.  In  addition  to  the 
homestead,  they  own  another  large  body  of 
land  in  Monroe  Township  containing  273  acres. 
They  are  extensive  farmers  and  stock  raisers 
and  both  are  men  of  vigor  and  enterprise,  have 
a wide  acquaintance  in  the  county  and  are 
highly  respected  wherever  known. 

On  March  17,  1915,  Charles  Long  was  mar- 
ried to  Blanche  A.  Culley.  daughter  of  Frank  O. 
and  Julia  (S’prankle)  Culley.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Long  have  three  children : Julia  E.,  who  was 

born  January  7,  1916;  John  C.,  born  Septem- 
ber 8,  1918,  and  Frank  E.,  born  Mav  5,  1920. 
Edgar  Long  Is  unmarried. 

Charles  Long  is  Interested  to  some  extent  In 
politics  and  for  the  last  three  years  has  served 
as  a trustee  of  Monroe  Township.  He  belongs 
to  the  Masonic  Lodge  at  Leesville,  Ohio. 

Joseph  A.  Friend.  An  intelligent,  hard-work- 
ing, successful  farmer  of  Monroe  Township, 
Harrison  County,  is  found  in  Joseph  A.  Friend, 
who  owns  and  carefully  cultivates  over  131 
acres  of  valuable  land  and  also  raises  a fair 
amount  of  stock.  Mr.  Friend  is  an  experi- 
enced farmer,  his  training  In  this  line  of  work 
beginning  in  his  boyhood. 
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Joseph  A.  Friend  was  born  in  Monroe  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County,  Ohio,  January  31,  1858, 
and  bears  the  name  of  his  paternal  grandfather, 
Joseph  Friend,  who  was  a well-known  farmer  at 
one  time  in  Pennsylvania.  The  parents  of  Mr. 
Friend  were  Milton  and  Elizabeth  (Swinehart) 
Friend.  His  mother  was  born  In  Carroll 
County,  Ohio,  and  was  a daughter  of  Adam 
and  Mary  (Thomas)  Swinehart.  Milton  Friend 
was  born  In  Beaver  County,  Pennsylvania,  and 
came  to  Ohio  in  early  manhood,  married  in  this 
state  and  passed  the  greater  part  of  his  life  as 
a farmer  in  Tuscarawas  County  and  died  there. 
He  and  wife  were  good  people,  faithful  mem- 
bers of  the  Dunkard  Church.  They  had  the  fol- 
lowing children:  Solomon  W.,  David  A.,  Emma 
Della,  Elizabeth,  Joseph  A.,  Samuel  M.,  Sarah 
E.  and  Milton  A. 

Joseph  A.  Friend  attended  school  in  three 
counties,  Harrison,  Carroll  and  Tuscarawas,  a 
part  of  the  time  while  remaining  at  home  and 
afterward,  while  working  for  others.  He  was 
a strong,  sturdy  and  independent  youth  and 
was  only  fourteen  years  old  when  he  started 
out  for  himself.  He  worked  on  farms  in  the 
home  neighborhood  and  still  farther  away  until 
his  marriage  in  December,  1883,  after  which  he 
carried  on  farming  in  Carroll  County  for  five 
years.  For  business  reasons  he  then  moved  to 
Canton,  Ohio,  where  he  resided  for  fifteen  years 
and  then  resumed  farming  in  North  Township, 
in  Harrison  County.  June  23,  1915,  he  settled 
on  his  present  farm  in  Monroe  Township, 
where  he  owns  131  acres.  He  devotes  his  land 
mainly  to  general  farming  but  does  not  neglect 
the  stock  feature  of  his  business. 

In  December,  1883,  Mr.  Friend  married  Mary 
Brower,  who  was  a daughter  of  Peter  and  Re- 
becca (Tripp)  Brower.  Three  children  were 
born  to  that  marriage,  namely:  Clarence  E.. 

and  Elizabeth  R.  and  Mary  Ellen,  twins,  the 
latter  of  whom  died  when  eighteen  days  old. 
Elizabeth  R.  is  the  wife  of  Russell  Hine,  and 
they  have  one  son,  Joseph  F.,  and  live  at  Can- 
ton, Ohio.  The  mother  of  the  above  children 
died  and  on  June  14,  1893,  Mr.  Friend  married 
Eldora  M.  Gundy,  daughter  of  Michael  V. 
Gundy.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Friend  are  members  of 
the  United  Brethren  Church.  Mr.  Friend  is 
one  of  the  good,  reliable  men  of  his  community 
and  can  be  depended  upon  to  take  the  right 
course  in  all  matters  affecting  the  welfare  of 
his  neighborhood. 

Clifford  S.  Heavilin,  one  of  the  progressive 
farmers  of  Monroe  Township,  owns  and  operates 
122  acres  of  valuable  farm  land,  and  is  recog- 
nized as  one  of  the  representative  men  of  Har- 
rison County.  He  was  born  in  this  township, 
February  22,  1857,  a son  of  Ephraim  M.  and 
Sarah  A.  (Thompson)  Heavilin,  and  grandson 
of  Adam  Heavilin,  one  of  the  pioneers  of  Stock 
Township,  Harrison  County,  Ohio.  He  married 
Lucinda  McCain  and  their  children  were  ns  fol- 
lows: Stephen,  Benny,  Ephraim  M..  James. 

William,  Fener.  Eliza  Jane,  Susannah  and 
Clarinda.  In  religious  faith  Adam  Heavilin  and 
his  family  were  Methodists. 

Ephraim  M.  Heavilin  was  horn  in  Stock 
Township,  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  and  his  wife 


was  born  on  the  farm  in  Monroe  Township  now 
owned  by  their  son,  Clifford  S.  Heavilin.  She 
was  a daughter  of  Stephen  J.  and  Lucinda  C. 
(Conkey)  Thompson.  Stephen  J.  Thompson  was 
one  of  the  early  settlers  of  Monroe  Township, 
and  bought  his  farm  from  the  man  who  had 
entered  it  from  the  government  and  received 
the  first  deed  of  transfer  for  the  land.  When 
Mr.  Thompson  came  to  take  possession  of  the 
place  he  stopped  at  a sugar  camp  near  his 
house  and  obtained  some  live  coals  with  which 
to  start  his  fire,  and  that  fire  thus  lighted  was 
kept  burning  for  over  sixty  years.  The  children 
born  to  Stephen  J.  Thompson  and  his  wife  were 
as  follows:  • James,  Elizabeth  C.,  Mary  and 
Sarah  A. 

Living  at  home  until  his  marriage,  Ephraim 
M.  Heavilin  then  began  .farming  on  his  own 
account,  selecting  Monroe  Township  as  his  per- 
manent home  and  there  he  spent  practically  the 
remainder  of  his  life  and  became  the  owner  of 
110  acres  of  land.  He  and  his  wife  became  the 
parents  of  the  following  children : Clifford  S. ; 
Jasper  S.,  deceased;  George  M.,  deceased;  Lewis 
lives  in  Cadiz,  Ohio;  Ephraim  died  young;  Al- 
thea A.,  lives  in  Medina  County,  Ohio;  Homer 
F.,  deceased;  and  his  twin  brother  Sanford  S. 
lives  in  Medina  County,  Ohio.  The  family  all 
belonged  to  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

Clifford  S.  Heavilin  attended  the  schools  of 
Monroe  Township  and  has  always  lived  in  this 
neighborhood  and  devoted  himself  to  farming. 
He  owns  122  acres  of  land,  and  devotes  it  to 
general  farming  and  stock  raising. 

On  December  25,  1879,  Clifford  S.  Heavilin 
was  united  in  marriage  with  Lucy  L.  Chaney,  a 
daughter  of  Henry  William  Chaney,  and  they 
became  the  parents  of  the  following  children: 
William  E. ; Jesse  L. : Emmett  died  when  a 
young  man:  Mary  J.  married  Elgie  G.  Newell; 
Iva  M.,  and  Pearl  Ann.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Heavilin 
are  consistent  members  of  the  United  Brethren 
Church.  For  the  past  two  years  Mr.  Heavilin 
has  been  a director  of  the  First  National  Bank 
of  Bowerston,  Ohio,  and  for  eight  years  he  has 
been  president  of  the  Mining  Safety  Device 
Company  of  Bowerston.  For  fifteen  years  he 
was  a member  of  the  township  board  of  edu- 
cation, and  for  one  term  was  township  trustee. 
A man  of  the  strictest  probity,  he  has  lived  up 
to  the  highest  conceptions  of  Christian  man- 
hood, and  deserves  the  esteem  in  which  he  is 
held  by  his  neighbors. 

Henry  William  Chaney,  father  of  Mrs.  C.  S. 
Heavilin,  was  born  in  Monroe  Township,  Har- 
rison County,  Ohio,  and  his  wife,  Mary  J. 
(Borland)  Chaney  was  born  in  the  same  town- 
ship. being  a daughter  of  James  Borland.  The 
grandfather  of  Mrs.  Heavilin,  Joshua  Chaney, 
was  one  of  the  very  early  farmers  of  Monroe 
Township,  and  became  well  known  in  Harrison 
County.  Henry  William  Chaney  lived  all  of 
his  active  years  in  his  native  township,  but  the 
last  few  years  of  his  life  were  spent  at  Denni- 
son. Ohio.  He  and  his  wife  had  the  following 
children:  Lucy  T.,  Mary  Bell.  Ada  Jane  died 
when  young,  Janies  B.,  William  H.  lives  in 
South  Bend,  Indiana.  Olive  B..  Loris  died  when 
young.  JeSvSie  D.,  Loren  L.  and  Alpha  A.  The 
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Chaneys  were  all  United  Brethren  In  religious 
faith. 

William  E.  Heavilln,  eldest  child  of  Clifford 
S.  Heavilln,  was  born  In  Monroe  Township, 
where  he  attended  school  and  learned  to  be  a 
practical  farmer  under  his  father’s  watchful 
supervision.  He  remained  at  home  until  his 
marriage,  which  occurred  April  20,  1904,  when 
he  was  united  with  Jennie  Fisher,  a daughter 
of  Ozlas  and  Mary  (Wyandt)  Fisher.  For  the 
first  eight  years  following  his  marriage,  William 
E.  Heavilln  worked  in  the  oil  fields,  and  then 
returned  to  farming,  and  for  the  past  four 
years  has  lived  on  his  present  farm  of  206 
acres  where  he  is  engaged  In  general  farming 
and  stock-raising.  He  and  his  wife  belong  to 
the  United  Brethren  Church.  Their  children 
are  as  follows:  Florence,  Luclle,  Hazel  and 
Francis,  all  of  whom  are  living  except  the 
eldest.  Like  his  father  William  E.  Heavilln 
stands  very  high  in  public  esteem,  and  takes  a 
pride  in  his  township  and  county. 

Arthur  E.  Millhorn,  who  is  one  of  the  pro- 
gressive farmers  of  Franklin  Township,  Harri- 
son County,  was  bora  In  this  township,  on  the 
3d  of  January,  1878,  and  here  he  has  made  for 
himself  the  opportunities  that  have  enabled  him 
to  win  distinctive  success  in  connection  with 
farm  industry.  He  is  a son  of  Thomas  and 
Sarah  Jane  (Guthrie)  Millhorn,  whose  marriage 
was  here  solemnized  in  the  year  1875,  and  who 
became  the  parents  of  six  children — James  P., 
Arthur  E.,  William,  Anna  B.,  Charles  and  Mary 
E.  Mrs.  Millhorn  was  a daughter  of  James 
Guthrie,  who  was  one  of  the  pioneer  settlers  of 
Harrison  County.  She  passed  to  eternal  rest 
on  the  4th  of  April,  1884,  and  for  his  second 
wife  Thomas  Millhorn  wedded  Miss  Mary  M. 
McMillan,  daughter  of  James  McMillan,  an  early 
settler  in  Monroe  Township,  this  county.  Of 
the  second  marriage  was  born  one  child,  Zelma 
Edna. 

Thomas  Millhorn  was  born  In  Guernsey 
County,  Ohio,  on  the  15th  of  October,  1853,  and 
his  father,  James  Millhorn,  was  born  In  Jeffer- 
son County,  this  state,  where  his  father  settled 
in  the  pioneer  days,  upon  coming  to  America 
from  his  native  Germany.  The  father  of  James 
Millhorn  was  a Republican  in  politics  and  was 
a member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  as  was 
also  his  wife,  their  children  having  been  four 
sons  and  four  daughters.  James  Millhorn  was 
reared  in  his  native  county,  where  was  solemn- 
ized his  marriage  to  Miss  Margaret  E.  Chaney, 
and  their  children  were  six  in  number — John, 
Mary,  Henry,  Thomas,  Ruth  J.,  and  Adolphus 
S.  Mrs.  Millhorn's  death  occurred  in  1867,  and 
later  Mr.  Millhorn  married  Miss  Rachel  West, 
the  children  of  the  second  union  being  three 
in  number — Ellen,  David  and  Harpy.  James 
Millhorn  became  a substantial  farmer  in  Green 
Township,  Harrison  County,  and  now  resides  in 
Princess  Ann,  Maryland.  His  political  support 
has  been  given  to  the  republican  party. 

Thomas  Millhorn  acquired  his  early  educa- 
tion In  the  rural  schools  and  was  but  fourteen 
years  of  age  when  he  became  a wage-earner,  as 
a farm  workman.  He  depended  entirely  upon 
his  own  resources  in  making  his  way  forward 


to  the  goal  of  independence  and  prosperity,  and 
in  the  course  of  time  he  became  the  owner  of 
one  of  the  excellent  farms  of  Franklin  Town- 
ship, this  homstead  having  comprised  130  acres 
and  having  been  made  by  him  the  stage  of  suc- 
cessful agricultural  and  live-stock  industry.  He 
was  one  of  the  substantial  and  highly  esteemed 
citizens  of  Harrison  County  at  the  time  of  his 
death,  in  1897,  and  his  widow  survived  him  by 
several  years,  both  having  been  earnest  mem- 
bers of  the  Presbyterian  Church  at  Deersville 
and  his  political  allegiance  having  been  given 
to  the  republican  party. 

Arthur  E.  Millhorn  is  indebted  to  the  district 
schools  of  Franklin  Township  for  his  youthful 
education,  and  he  continued  his  association  with 
the  work  of  the  home  farm  until  the  death  of 
his  father.  He  was  about  nineteen  years  of 
age  at  this  time,  and  for  eight  years  thereafter 
he  was  employed  by  the  month  as  a farm  hand. 
Since  that  time  he  has  been  actively  engaged 
in  independent  farm  enterprise,  in  connection 
with  which  he  has  achieved  unequivocal  suc- 
cess. In  1913  he  purchased  his  present  home 
farm,  which  comprises  ninety-seven  acres  of 
well  Improved  land,  in  Franklin  Township,  and 
situated  on  the  Ocean  to  Ocean  highway.  In 
addition  to  this  home  place,  upon  which  he  has 
made  many  improvements,  Mr.  Millhorn  is  the 
owner  also  of  another  tract,  of  forty  acres,  in 
section  32,  Franklin  Township.  He  is  a vigor- 
ous and  enterprising  agriculturist  and  stock- 
grower,  and  in  the  live-stock  department  of  his 
farm  industry  he  gives  special  attention  to  the 
raising  of  sheep.  He  is  interested  In  all  things 
pertaining  to  the  communal  welfare,  is  a repub- 
lican In  politics  and  he  and  his  wife  hold  mem- 
bership in  the  Christian  Church  at  Tappan. 

December  24,  1903,  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Millhorn  to  Miss  Anna  Vickers,  daughter 
of  James  and  Clara  Vickers,  of  Harrison 
County,  and  she  passed  to  the  life  eternal  on 
the  23d  of  January,  1917,  no  children  survive 
her.  On  the  23d  of  October,  1918,  was  solemn- 
ized the  marriage  of  Mr.  Millhorn  to  Miss  Beu- 
lah Wigal,  daughter  of  Monroe  and  Catherine 
Wigal,  of  Wood  County,  West  Virginia. 

T.  S.  Beatty.  For  almost  twenty-five  years 
T.  S.  Beatty  has  been  a leading  merchant  at 
Piedmont,  Ohio,  and  is  numbered  with  the  sub- 
stantial, representative  men  of  Harrison  County. 
Mr.  Beatty  comes  of  fine  old  Ohio  stock  and 
was  born  in  Belmont  County,  July  29,  1864,  the 
eldest  child  of  William  H.  and  Mary  Jane  (Mil- 
ler) Beatty. 

William  H.  Beatty  was  bora  in  Belmont 
County,  Ohio,  about  1843  and  spent  many  years 
there  as  a farmer.  When  the  Civil  war  came 
on,  he  entered  the  Union  army,  fend  served  as 
a private  in  Company  H,  One  Hundred  and 
Eighty-fifth  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  partici- 
pating in  many  hard  fought  battles  but  lived  to 
return  home  when  the  war  ended.  He  resumed 
farming  in  Belmont  County  and  continued  agri- 
cultural pursuits  for  many  years.  Later  in  life 
$11  health  assailed  him,  possibly  as  a result  of 
exposure  during  army  life,  and  finally,  in  hope 
of  gaining  relief  he  went  to  take  the  waters  at 
Magnetic  Springs,  Ohio.  He  was  not  benefited, 
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however,  his  death  occurring  four  months  later, 
in  March,  1898.  He  was  well  known  and  highly 
esteemed  in  his  neighborhood  and  in  Grand 
Army  circles.  He  had  seven  children,  as  fol- 
lows: T.  S.,  A.  W.,  Charles,  deceased,  John  O., 
Dora,  deceased,  Frank,  and  Birdie,  wife  of  W. 
T.  Elliott.  The  mother  of  the  above  family  died 
in  1877.  She  was  born  in  Harrison  County, 
Ohio,  a daughter  of  William  and  Mary  Jane 
(Bryan)  Miller.  For  many  years  William  Mil- 
ler was  a farmer  in  Athens  Township. 

T.  S.  Beatty  attended  the  district  schools  in 
Belmont  County  and  remained  on  the  home  farm 
until  seventeen  years  of  age,  although  not  en- 
tirely satisfied  with  farm  life.  Having  a great 
desire  to  see  other  sections  of  the  country  which 
extensive  reading  had  made  him  familiar  with, 
about  this  time  he  left  Ohio  and  went  to  Mon- 
tana and  for  three  years  he  remained  in  the 
west,  mainly  in  Iowa  and  Montana.  He  had 
many  experiences  and  not  a few  adventures  for 
at  that  time  there  was  a very  rough  element 
in  the  Montana  hills  that  it  was  often  Impos- 
sible to  avoid.  It  was  during  these  three  years 
that  Mr  Beatty  and  a companion  set  out  on 
ponies  and  during  a journey  of  1,400  miles  slept 
but  two  nights  under  shelter,  every  other  night 
resting  on  the  ground  wrapped  in  a blanket. 

At  the  end  of  three  years  Mr.  Beatty  felt 
satisfied  to  return  to  his  native  state  and  sub- 
sequently located  at  Piedmont,  Ohio,  and  has 
resided  here  ever  since.  For  eleven  and  a half 
years  he  worked  as  a blacksmith  on  the  lot 
which  is  the  site  of  his  handsome  store  build- 
ing. He  erected  this  commodious  structure  in 
1897,  and  has  been  engaged  in  the  general  mer- 
cantile business  for  twenty-three  years.  He 
carries  a well  assorted  stock  of  merchandise  and 
does  a very  satisfactory  business,  and  is  listed 
with  the  upright,  honorable  business  men  and 
progressive  citizens  of  Piedmont. 

On  April  10.  1889,  Mr.  Beatty  was  married 
to  Miss  Ida  Thwaite,  who  is  a daughter  of  Ed- 
ward Thwaite.  Mrs.  Beatty  Is  an  unusually 
well  educated  lady,  having  been  a highly  thought 
of  teacher  in  Belmont  and  Guernsey  counties 
for  five  years  prior  to  her  marriage.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Beatty  have  had  three  children,  namely: 
Mary,  who  is  the  wife  of  Alvin  Garner,  and 
they  have  two  children,  Paul  and  Evelyn;  Mar- 
garetta,  who  died  September  14.  1918.  was  the 
wife  of  Ross  Compher:  and  Maurine.  who  lives 
with  her  parents.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Beatty  are 
active  members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  Mr.  Beatty  taking  a great  deal  of  in- 
terest In  the  Sunday  school,  of  which  for  the 
past  seven  years  he  has  been  superintendent. 
He  is  not  unduly  active  in  political  circles  al- 
though never  neglectful  of  his  duty  as  a watch- 
ful. conscientious  citizen. 

Washington  Earl  Hardgrove.  In  Washing- 
ton Earl  Hardgrove  is  found  an  example  of  the 
men  who  have  brought  Carroll  County  into  the 
limelight  as  a prosperous  agricultural  center. 
Endowed  with  natural  ability  and  backed  by 
shrewd  business  judgment  and  determination, 
this  farmer  has  worked  his  way  to  the  owner- 
ship of  a valuable  farm  of  eighty  acres  in  East 
Township.  He  is  a native  of  this  township, 


and  was  bora  December  18,  1868,  a son  of 
George  H.  and  Amelia  (Long)  Hardgrove. 

Washington  Hardgrove,  the  paternal  grand- 
father of  Washington  E„  was  bora  in  Harford 
County,  Maryland,  in  1798,  and  was  a lad  when 
he  went  with  the  family  to  Greene  County,  Penn- 
sylvania, where  his  father  died.  Later  his 
mother  brought  the  family  to  East  Township, 
Carroll  County,  Ohio,  about  1821  or  1822,  and 
here  Washington  Hardgrove  secured  land  by 
purchase.  He  continued  to  be  engaged  in  agri- 
cultural pursuits  during  the  rest  of  his  life, 
and  died  about  1880.  one  of  his  community’s 
highly  respected  and  esteemed  citizens.  His 
wife,  who  bore  the  maiden  name  of  Priscilla 
Clark,  was  a native  of  Chester  County.  Penn- 
sylvania. 

George  H.  Hardgrove  was  born  January  25, 
1833,  in  East  Township,  and  here  was  reared 
and  educated,  and  on  reaching  manhood  mar- 
ried Miss  Amelia  Long,  who  was  born  in  Au- 
gusta Township,  Carroll  County,  February  2. 
1831,  she  being  a daughter  of  John  and  Amelia 
(Ambler)  Long,  the  former  a native  of  Holland 
and  the  latter  of  England.  John  Long  was  a 
small  boy  when  brought  to  this  country  by  his 
parents,  and  grew  to  young  manhood  in  Bucks 
County,  Pennsylvania.  About  1816  or  1817  he 
came  to  Carroll  County,  engaging  in  a race 
with  a Mr.  Baker  to  Steubenville,  on  horse- 
back, to  enter  a tract  of  land.  Mr.  Baker  won 
the  contest  and  entered  the  tract,  whereupon 
Mr.  Long  entered  160  acres  in  East  Township, 
where  he  passed  the  greater  part  of  his  life 
as  an  agriculturist.  Following  their  marriage. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hardgrove  settled  on  a farm  of 
eighty  acres  in  East  Township,  which  Mr.  Hard- 
grove purchased  from  a family  named  Withrow, 
who  had  entered  the  land  from  the  Govern- 
ment. There  he  and  his  wife  rounded  out  long, 
useful  and  honorable  careers,  Mr.  Hardgrove 
dying  April  21,  1912,  and  his  widow  surviving 
him  until  February  15,  1917. 

The  only  child  of  his  parents,  Washington 
Earl  Hardgrove  secured  his  educational  train- 
ing in  the  public  schools  of  East  Township, 
and  at  Mechanicstown  Academy,  and  was  reared 
to  the  work  of  the  home  farm.  He  was  married 
January  28,  1897,  to  Miss  Ella  Whittiker.  who 
was  born  in  Fox  Township,  Carroll  County, 
May  30,  1868,  a daughter  of  Joseph  and  Annis 
(Petterson)  Whittiker,  a descendant  on  both 
sides  of  families  which  had  settled  in  that  town- 
ship at  an  early  date.  Her  paternal  grand- 
parents were  Thomas  Whittiker  and  his  wife,  a 
Yagely,  natives  of  Pennsylvania,  and  her  ma- 
ternal grandparents  Charles  and  Louisa  (Erne- 
line)  Petterson,  natives  of  England.  Joseph 
Whittiker  was  born  in  September,  1825,  In  Fox 
Township,  and  his  wife  was  born  July  4,  1842, 
and  died  July  4,  1874. 

Following  their  marriage,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hard- 
grove moved  to  Mr.  Hardgrove’s  father’s  farm 
of  eighty  acres,  which  adjoined  the  original 
Hardgrove  farm,  and  the  ownership  of  which 
Mr.  Hardgrove  has  since  assumed.  His  eighty- 
acre  tract  is  in  the  best  of  cultivation,  and  on 
it  he  is  carrying  on  extensive  operations  as  a 
general  farmer.  Here  he  has  realized  his 
wholesome  and  meritorious  ambitions,  and  the 
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Impression  in  his  community,  where  he  has  the 
respect  and  esteem  of  all,  is  that  he  is  one  of 
the  reliable  and  progressive  agriculturists  of 
his  township.  Mr.  Hardgrove  is  a republican 
in  politics  and  has  served  several  years  effec- 
tively and  satisfactorily  in  the  capacity  of  jus- 
tice of  the  peace.  As  a fraternal  1st  he  belongs 
to  Augusta  Lodge  No.  504,  F.  & A.  M. 

Ezra  Williard.  As  farmer,  oil  producer  and 
public  official,  Ezra  Williard  has  made  his  name 
a well-known  one  in  Carroll  County,  and  his 
standing  both  commercial  and  social  is  unques- 
tioned. His  valuable  farm,  on  which  are  eight 
producing  wells,  Is  in  East  Township,  and  he 
has  not  spent  a week  away  from  it  in  his  life. 
Here  he  was  born,  April  21,  1857,  and  has  been 
associated  with  the  history  of  this  locality  ever 
since.  He  is  a son  of  Elias  and  Elizabeth 
(Nicewongar)  Williard,  natives  of  Columbiana 
County,  Ohio,  and  grandson  of  John  and  Eliza- 
beth (Lindesmith)  Williard,  natives  of  Mary- 
land and  Columbiana  County,  Ohio,  and  John 
and  Nancy  (Wuceman)  Nicewongar,  natives  of 
Ohio.  Both  families  early  settled  in  Ohio,  and 
entered  land  from  the  Government.  After  their 
marriage  Elias  Williard  and  his  wife  moved  to 
the  lid-acre  farm  In  East  Township,  where  she 
died.  He  later  moved  to  Augusta  Township, 
and  there  died.  Their  children  were  as  follows : 
Elizabeth,  who  Is  Mrs.  Leander  Hawk  of  Car- 
rollton, Ohio;  Nancy,  who  Is  Mrs.  Joseph  Lynn 
of  Columbiana  County,  Ohio;  John,  who  is  a 
resident  of  Millport,  Ohio;  Levi,  who  is  a resi- 
dent of  Youngstown,  Ohio;  Ora,  who  is  Mrs. 
William  Daniels,  of  Canton,  Ohio;  and  Eugene 
C.,  who  died  at  the  age  of  twenty-seven  years. 

Growing  up  on  his  present  farm  Ezra  Williard 
attended  District  School  No.  2,  and  learned  to 
be  a farmer  under  his  father’s  watchful  super- 
vision. He  remained  on  the  homestead,  and 
after  his  father’s  death,  bought  out  the  other 
heirs.  In  July.  1900,  he  drilled  for  oil,  and 
met  with  a wonderful  success,  his  eight  pro- 
ducing wells  yielding  abundantly. 

In  October,  1888,  Mr.  Williard  was  married 
first  to  Amanda  C.  Figley,  who  was  born  in 
Columbiana  County,  Ohio,  a daughter  of 
Michael  and  Martha  (Hayes)  Figley,  and  they 
had  one  daughter,  Hazel,  who  Is  now  Mrs. 
Howard  Yon  Fossen  of  East  Township.  Mrs. 
Williard  died  in  September,  1889.  On  October 
2,  1895,  Mr.  Williard  was  married  to  Elizabeth 
Crawford,  who  was  bom  October  2.  1862,  In 
East  Township,  a daughter  of  John  T.  and 
Hannah  (Shaw)  Crawford,  natives  of  Wash- 
ington County,  Pennsylvania,  and  Columbiana 
County,  Ohio.  The  children  born  of  the  sec- 
ond marriage  are  as  follows:  Hannah  Eliza- 
beth, who  is  the  widow  of  Thomas  R.  Hull, 
who  died  at  Camp  Sherman.  Ohio,  October  5, 
1918,  of  Influenza,  and  his  widow  and  daugh- 
ter, Elizabeth,  are  living  with  her  father;  and 
Eugene  C.,  Flora  and  Hester,  all  of  whom  are 
at  home. 

Mr.  Williard  is  an  important  man  in  his 
community,  participating  as  he  does  in  the  good 
work  of  the  Reformed  Church,  of  which  he  Is 
a member;  assisting  in  the  development  and 
maintenance  of  Glade  Run  Cemetery,  of  which 


he  is  a trustee,  and  promoting  the  usefulness 
of  the  Mechanicstown  Grange.  For  several 
years  he  was  one  of  the  members  of  the  School 
Board,  for  four  years  he  was  township  assessor, 
and  he  has  also  been  road  supervisor,  his  elec- 
tion to  these  offices  within  the  gift  of  the  people 
being  made  on  the  democratic  ticket. 

Ralph  P.  Sterling.  Active,  enterprising  and 
progressive,  Ralph  P.  Sterling,  of  Carrollton, 
manager  of  the  City  Drug  Store,  occupies  a 
prominent  position  in  the  mercantile  circles  of 
his  community,  and  takes  an  active  part  In  ad- 
vancing the  interests  of  the  fraternal  organiza- 
tions with  which  he  is  identified.  He  was  born, 
May  4,  1869,  In  Carrollton,  Ohio,  which  was 
likewise  the  birthplace  of  his  father,  the  late 
Samuel  L.  Sterling. 

His  paternal  grandfather,  Samuel  Sterling, 
was  born  in  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania,  March 
20,  1811.  Coming  to  Carrollton  in  1831,  when 
the  place  was  known  as  Centerville,  he  estab- 
lished himself  as  a saddler,  and  followed  that 
trade  during  the  remainder  of  his  active  life. 
Retiring  from  business,  he  continued  a resident 
of  Carrollton  until  his  death.  November  21, 
1896.  He  married,  April  15,  1834,  Mary  Bax- 
ter, who  was  born  in  Carroll  County,  Ohio,  July 
3,  1814,  and  died  March  8,  1904.  She  was  a 
daughter  of  Richard  and  Elizabeth  Baxter,  the 
former  of  whom  was  born  June  2.  1786,  and 
died  June  22,  1869,  while  the  latter  was  born 
January  24,  1786,  and  died  May  11,  1873.  Sam- 
uel Sterling  was  a man  of  considerable  promi- 
nence in  local  affairs,  and  served  as  one  of  the 
directors  of  the  Carrollton  & Oneida  Railroad, 
the  first  railway  to  pass  through  Carrollton, 
and  served  for  a time  as  station  agent.  To  him 
and  his  wife  ten  children  were  born,  as  fol- 
lows: Edmund,  was  born  February  7,  1835; 
John  R.,  was  born  August  31,  1836;  Samuel  L., 
born  February  17,  1838;  James,  bora  March  12, 
1840;  Hugh,  bom  January  13,  1842;  Milton  C., 
bora  August  9,  1843,  married,  September  7, 
1870,  Jane  Atkinson;  Luella  J.,  bora  August 
23,  1845;  Mary  E„  born  October  10,  1847; 
Francis  M.,  bora  June  24,  1851,  married,  No- 
vember 19,  1874,  Laura  Hill,  and  is  now  living 
in  Sacramento,  California;  and  Robert  M.,  bora 
September  21,  1855,  married,  July  11,  1880, 
Maggie  Couch.  Francis  M.,  the  ninth  child  in 
succession  of  birth,  is  the  only  surviving  mem- 
ber of  this  large  family. 

Samuel  L.  Sterling  was  bom  In  Carrollton, 
Ohio,  February  17,  1838,  as  above  stated,  and 
as  a boy  and  youth  attended  Its  public  schools. 
He  subsequently  worked  at  the  printer’s  trade 
until  eighteen  years  old,  and  then  became  a 
clerk  in  the  drug  store  of  his  uncle,  John  Bax- 
ter. Bujying  the  business  in  1855,  he  continued 
as  a successful  druggist  until  his  death  on 
April  7,  1916,  after  sixty  years  of  business  life 
in  Carrollton.  During  his  earlier  life,  in  the 
latter  part  of  the  ’60s,  he  served  as  secretary 
of  the  Carrollton  & Oneida  Railroad  Company, 
his  father  having  at  that  time  been  station 
agent.  He  was  a republican  In  politics,  and  a 
member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  to  which 
his  wife  also  belonged. 
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Samuel  L.  Sterling  married,  October  31,  1861, 
Laura  Rothacker,  who  waa  born  in  Carrollton, 
Ohio,  March  26,  1840,  and  is  now  living  in 
Carrollton.  Four  children  blessed  their  mar- 
riage, as  follows:  Anna,  wife  of  Dr.  F.  V.  Wood- 
ward, of  Phoenix,  Arizona;  Nina,  wife  of  H.  W. 
Daykin,  of  Phoenix,  Arizona,  haa  two  children, 
Dorothy  and  Ralph;  Ralph  P.,  of  this  sketch; 
and  Charles  R.,  also  of  Phoenix,  married  Cora 
Lee,  of  Hutchinson,  Kansas,  and  they  have 
three  children,  Elizabeth,  Dorothy  and  Roth- 
acker. 

A life-long  resident  of  Carrollton,  Ralph  P. 
Sterling  received  the  best  educational  advan- 
tages the  city  afforded,  and  after  his  gradua- 
tion from  the  local  high  school  became  a clerk 
in  his  father’s  drug  store.  Becoming  familiar 
with  all  the  details  of  the  business,  Mr.  Ster- 
ling has  continued  In  it  until  the  present  time, 
since  the  death  of  his  father  having  been  mana- 
ger of  the  City  Drug  Store,  which  under  his 
wise  supervision  is  in  a flourishing  condition, 
it  being  one  of  the  leading  establishments  of 
Its  kind  in  the  city. 

Mr.  Sterling  is  a steadfast  republican  in  poli- 
tics, but  has  never  been  active  in  the  adminis- 
tration of  public  affairs,  his  business  requiring 
his  time  and  attention.  He  Is  prominently 
identified  with  the  Ancient  Free  and  Accepted 
Order  of  Masons,  belonging  to  Lodge,  Chapter, 
Council,  Comma ndery  and  Consistory,  and  to 
Cleveland  Temple,  Ancient  Arabic  Order  Nobles 
of  the  Mystic  Shrine.  Mr.  Sterling  is  also  a 
member  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellowfs. 

On  April  22,  1918.  Mr.  Sterling  was  united 
in  marriage  with  Emily  M.  Hannan,  of  Canton, 
who  presides  with  gracious  hospitality  over  his 
household,  making  his  home  pleasant  and  attrac- 
tive. 

Frederick  L.  McIntire  has  resided  upon  his 
present  well  improved  farm  since  1910  and  has 
been  the  owner  of  the  property  since  1915.  He 
Is  one  of  the  resourceful  young  men  who  are 
effectively  upholding  the  prestige  of  Carroll 
County  as  a center  of  productive  and  success- 
ful agricultural  and  live-stock  enterprise,  and 
his  farm  is  eligibly  situated  In  Loudon  Town- 
ship, on  rural  mail  route  No.  3 from  the  City  of 
Carrollton.  He  was  bom  in  Lee  Township, 
this  county,  October  31,  1884.  and  is  a son  of 
James  H.  and  Lydia  (Cogsil)  McIntire.  mem- 
bers of  well  known  families  long  established  in 
this  section  of  the  Buckeye  State. 

On  the  home  farm  of  his  parents  Frederick 
L.  McIntire  passed  the  period  of  his  childhood 
and  earlier  youth,  and  he  profited  fully  by  the 
advantages  afforded  In  the  public  schools  of 
his  native  township,  the  greater  part  of  his 
schooling  having  been  received  in  District  No. 
8 of  Lee  Township.  On  the  7th  of  October, 
1910,  he  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss 
Nellie  Guess,  who  likewise  was  bom  and  reared 
In  Lee  Township,  as  were  also  her  parents, 
Emmett  and  Ella  (George)  Guess.  After  his 
marriage  Mr.  McIntire  rented  his  present  farm 
of  160  acres,  and  In  1915  he  purchased  the 
property,  which  he  continued  to  make  the  stage 
of  vigorous  and  successful  farm  enterprise.  He 


is  a democrat  but  has  had  no  desire  to  enter 
the  arena  of  political  activity.  He  and  his  wife 
attend  and  support  the  Presbyterian  Church  at 
Harlem  Springs  and  are  popular  factors  in  the 
social  life  of  their  home  community.  They 
have  three  children — Joseph,  Lee  and  Bert. 

James  A.  Waugh.  Among  the  well-known 
farmers  of  East  Township  whose  industry, 
energy  and  good  management  have  placed  them 
in  comfortable  circumstances  and  gained  for 
them  a reputable  standing  among  their  towns- 
men, is  James  A.  Waugh.  Mr.  Waugh  has  not 
followed  the  usual  routine  of  the  farm,  for 
while  he  carries  on  general  operations  to  a con- 
siderable extent,  his  chief  interest  lies  in  the 
raising  of  thoroughbred  White  Leghorn  chick- 
ens, and  his  property,  In  its  name,  reflects  the 
chief  industry  carried  on,  it  being  known  far 
and  wide  as  the  Valley  View  Poultry  Farm. 

Mr.  Waugh  is  a city  man  by  birth,  bora  at 
Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania,  June  9,  1863,  a son 
of  Joseph  H.  and  Isabel  (Tennis)  Waugh,  na- 
tives of  the  north  of  Ireland.  His  father  immi- 
grated to  the  United  States  in  young  manhood 
and  settled  at  Pittsburgh,  where  he  became 
foreman  in  a steel  rolling  mill.  By  his  first 
marriage  he  had  one  son,  William,  now  de- 
ceased. He  then  married  Miss  Tennis  and  they 
both  died  at  Pittsburgh.  The  four  children  of 
this  couple  are  one  who  died  In  infancy;  James 
A.;  Robert  J„  of  Pittsburgh  and  John  T.,  also 
of  Pittsburgh.  Pennsylvania.  James  A.  Waugh 
attended  the  public  schools  of  Pittsburgh  until 
he  was  twelve  years  of  age,  at  which  time,  hav- 
ing lost  his  parents,  he  accompanied  his  ma- 
ternal grandfather,  John  Tennis,  to  a farm  in 
East  Township,  Carroll  County,  which  has  since 
been  his  home.  He  remained  with  his  grand- 
father until  the  latter’s  death,  caring  for  him 
in  his  declining  years,  and  when  Mr.  Tennis 
died  purchased  the  farm,  a tract  of  sixty  acres. 
For  some  years  thereafter  he  carried  on  gen- 
eral operations,  but.  becoming  convinced  of  the 
opportunities  presented  by  the  poultry  busi- 
ness, began  to  pay  more  and  more  attention 
to  this  line  of  endeavor.  This  has  developed 
into  the  main  interest  of  the  Valley  View 
Poultry  Farm,  and  now  yields  Mr.  Waugh  an 
excellent  income.  Since  1908  he  has  raised  on 
an  average  of  from  1,000  to  1,500  thoroughbred 
White  Leghorn  chickens  annually,  with  5.000 
young  birds  per  season,  and  his  equipment  has 
a capacity  for  hatching  3,000  eggs.  Mr.  Waugh 
has  installed  the  most  up-to-date  improvements 
known  to  the  poultry  raising  business  and  has 
erected  new  chicken  houses  of  the  latest  de- 
sign and  equipment.  He  has  made  a careful 
study  of  his  business  and  is  accounted  an  au- 
thority on  many  phases  of  poultry  care. 

In  May.  1910.  Mr.  Waugh  was  united  in  mar- 
riage with  Miss  Celia  Crumbley,  of  Salineville. 
Ohio,  daughter  of  Leslie  and  Margaret  (Smith) 
Crumbley,  the  former  still  a resident  of  Saline- 
ville. Mrs.  Crumbley,  a native  of  Scotland, 
died  in  Februnry.  1912.  Three  children  have 
been  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Waugh : Laura, 
Helen  and  Mabel.  Mr.  Waugh  is  a republican 
in  his  political  views,  but  has  not  sought  public 
office.  He  is  a citizen  of  public  spirit  and  has 
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always  advocated  and  supported  worthy  enter- 
prises which  have  promised  to  be  of  benefit  to 
his  community.  His  chief  interest  is  found  in 
his  farm,  and  he  has  not  cared  for  connection 
with  fraternal  or  other  bodies,  but  is  a popular 
and  valued  member  of  Kensington  Grange,  in 
which  he  has  numerous  friends. 

John  Kinsey  Waggoner,  well  known  citizen 
and  representative  farmer  of  Loudon  Township, 
Carroll  County,  is  the  only  child  of  John  Alex- 
ander Waggoner  and  Martha  J.  (Thompson) 
Waggoner,  the  former  of  whom  died  on  the  15th 
of  July,  1870,  and  the  latter  remains  with  her 
son  on  the  fine  home  farm  in  Loudon  Town- 
ship. 

John  Alexander  Waggoner  was  born  in  Lou- 
don Township,  this  county,  in  September,  1840, 
and  was  a son  of  John  A.  and  Mary  (Young) 
Waggoner,  the  former  a native  of  Maryland  and 
the  latter  of  Jefferson  County,  Ohio.  John  A. 
Waggoner,  Jr.,  was  reared  in  Loudon  Township 
and  received  excellent  educational  advantages, 
including  tfibse  of  Hagerstown  Academy,  in 
which  he  continued  his  studies  several  terms. 
He  taught  one  term  of  school  but  at  this  junc- 
ture in  his  career  came  to  him  the  call  of  higher 
duty,  when  the  Civil  war  was  precipitated  on 
the  nation.  He  and  two  of  his  brothers 
tendered  their  aid  in  defense  of  the  Union  and 
gave  active  service  for  a protracted  period, 
while  another  brother  enlisted  in  the  100-days 
service.  On  the  6th  of  August,  1862,  John  A. 
Waggoner  enlisted  as  a private  in  Company  H, 
Ninety-eighth  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  and 
with  his  command  he  continued  in  active  ser- 
vice until  the  close  of  the  war,  he  having  been 
mustered  out  on  the  1st  of  June,  1865,  and 
having  duly  received  his  honorable  discharge. 
He  took  part  in  many  engagements  and  his 
record  was  that  of  a faithful  and  gallant  sol- 
dier of  the  Union,  In  1867  he  married,  and 
he  and  his  bride  settled  on  his  father’s  old 
home  farm,  on  Irish  Creek,  Loudon  Township. 
It  is  probable  that  the  hardships  of  his  military 
service  shortened  the  life  of  this  sterling  young 
man,  who  was  only  thirty  years  of  age  at  the 
time  of  his  death,  his  devoted  wife  having  been 
loyal  to  his  memory  and  having  continued  in 
widowhood  during  the  long  intervening  period 
of  half  a century.  Mr.  Waggoner  was  a repub- 
lican in  politics  and  an  active  member  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  as  is  also  his  widow,  who 
is  now  venerable  in  years. 

On  the  26th  of  November,  1867,  was  solemn- 
ized the  marriage  of  Mr.  Waggoner  to  Miss 
Martha  J.  Thompson,  who  was  born  in  Loudon 
Township,  this  county,  April  16,  1842,  and  who 
is  a daughter  of  Samuel  and  Jane  (Palmer) 
Thompson.  Samuel  Thompson  was  born  in  Ire- 
land, January  1,  1812,  and  was  a youth  when 
he  came  to  America.  In  1837  he  married  Miss 
Jane  Palmer,  who  likewise  was  bom  in  Ireland 
but  who  was  a resident  of  Washington  County, 
Pennsylvania,  at  the  time  of  their  marriage. 
Soon  after  this  important  event  in  their  lives 
the  young  couple  came  to  Carroll  County,  Ohio, 
where  Mr.  Thompson  purchased  120  acres  in 
Loudon  Township.  Here  he  engaged  vigorously 
in  farm  enterprise,  and  with  the  passing  years 


substantial  prosperity  crowned  his  efforts.  His 
first  wife  died  in  ^844,  their  children  having 
been  four  in  number — Mary  P.,  Sarah,  Martha 
J.,  and  Rachel.  Of  the  number  Martha  J. 
(Mrs.  Waggoner)  and  Sarah  J.  are  the  only 
survivors.  On  the  12th  of  November,  1845, 
Samuel  Thompson  wedded  Miss  Mary  J.  Scott, 
who  was  bom  in  Washington  County,  Pennsyl- 
vania, a daughter  of  Joseph  land  Margaret 
(McCurdy)  Scott,  natives  of  Ireland.  Of  the 
second  marriage  were  bom  six  children — Joseph 
S.,  Margaret  M.,  Samuel  G.,  Hans,  John  A. 
and  Eliza.  Samuel  Thompson  died  August  25, 
1885.  and  his  widow  passed  away  on  the  22d 
of  April  of  the  following  year,  both  having 
been  members  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church,  ns  was  also  the  first  wife.  At  the  time 
of  his  death  Mr.  Thompson  was  the  owner  of 
a valuable  landed  estate  of  more  than  400  acres 
and  was  one  of  the  prominent,  substantial  and 
honored  citizens  of  Loudon  Township.  He  was 
a son  of  George  and  Sarah  (Wilson)  Thompson 
and  was  a youth  of  about  sixteen  years  when 
he  accompanied  his  parents  on  their  immigra- 
tion to  America,  in  1828,  the  first  settlement  of 
the  family  having  been  at  Quebec,  Canada, 
whence  removal  was  made  to  Pennsylvania. 

After  the  death  of  her  young  husband  Mrs. 
Martha  J.  Waggoner  and  her  little  son  removed 
from  the  farm  to  Richmond.  Jefferson  County, 
where  they  remained  in  the  home  of  Mrs.  Wag- 
goner’s father-in-law  until  his  death,  in  1884. 
The  mother  and  son  then  returned  to  Carroll 
County  and  purchased  a farm  on  Irish  Creek, 
Loudon  Township.  Five  years  later  they  sold 
this  property  and  bought  a farm  of  187  acres 
in  section  34,  this  township,  this  being  in  the 
northwest  half  of  that  section.  On  this  fine 
farm  the  mother  and  son  have  since  remained, 
and  the  son  has  had  the  active  management 
of  the  place,  upon  which  he  has  made  numerous 
improvements,  including  the  remodeling  and 
repairing  of  buildings,  the  while  he  has  stood 
forth  as  a progressive  and  successful  repre- 
sentative of  agricultural  and  live-stock  indus- 
try in  his  native  county.  He  gives  special  at- 
tention to  the  raising  of  registered  Jersey  cattle 
and  excellent  types  of  hogs. 

John  Kinsey  Waggoner  was  born  in  Loudon 
Township  on  the  29th  of  September,  1868,  and 
his  early  education  was  obtained  in  the  schools 
of  Carroll  and  Jefferson  counties.  He  has  al- 
ways given  his  attention  to  farm  enterprise, 
and  his  devotion  to  his  widowed  mother  has 
been  equaled  by  her  maternal  love  and  solici- 
tude. In  July,  1890,  Mr.  Waggoner  was  united 
in  marriage  to  Miss  Verna  Campbell,  who  was 
born  in  Loudon  Township  and  who  is  a daugh- 
ter of  Jesse  and  Isabel  (Scott)  Campbell,  like- 
wise natives  of  this  township  and  representa- 
tives of  honored  pioneer  families  of  Carroll 
County.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Waggoner  have  three 
children : Clada  Is  the  wife  of  Earl  F.  George, 
of  Mechanicstown,  this  county;  Martha  I.  is 
the  wife  of  Thomas  Markley,  of  Carrollton;  and 
Mabel  is  a popular  teacher  in  the  public  schools 
at  Minerva.  Stark  County,  her  older  sisters 
likewise  having  been  successful  teachers  prior 
to  their  marriage.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Waggoner 
ami  their  daughters  are  active  members  of  the 
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Presbyterian  Church,  in  which  he  is  serving  as 
an  elder.  He  is  a republican  in  political  senti- 
ment and  action,  and  is  actively  identified  with 
the  Amsterdam  Grange. 

Jesse  H.  Sutton.  Carroll  County  farm  land 
repays  well  those  who  spend  their  days  culti- 
vating it,  for  it  is  fertile,  well-watered  and  con- 
veniently located  with  regard  to  transportation 
facilities.  Therefore  some  of  the  most  level- 
headed men  of  this  locality  are  agriculturists, 
and  one  of  those  who  has  devoted  his  life  to 
farming  is  Jesse  H.  Sutton  of  Harrison  Town- 
ship, a veteran  of  the  World  wdr.  He  was  born 
in  Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  July  17,  1892,  a son 
of  Charles  E.  and  Elizabeth  Ada  (Beresford) 
Sutton.  The  family  moved  to  Lee  Township, 
Carroll  County,  when  Jesse  H.  Sutton  was  three 
years  old,  and  until  he  was  eighteen  years  old 
he  attended  the  Straw  Camp  School  in  that 
township,  and  assisted  his  mother  in  operating 
her  ICO-acre  farm.  After  that  time,  Jesse  H. 
Sutton  attended  the  White  Hall  School  in  Har- 
rison Township  until  he  was  twenty,  the  family 
having  come  to  this  township,  where  his  mother 
bought  thirty-four  acres  of  land.  After  leav- 
ing school,  Jesse  H.  Sutton  spent  about  six 
years  as  a farm  hand,  working  for  the  neigh- 
boring farmers.  For  six  months  he  worked  for 
the  Timpkin  Roller  Bearing  Company  of  Canton, 
Ohio,  as  a machine  hand. 

Under  the  selective  draft  Mr.  Sutton  was 
called  into  the  United  States  Army  at  Carroll- 
ton, September  21,  1917,  and  sent  to  Camp  Sher- 
man, where  he  spent  six  weeks  as  corporal  in 
Company  E,  Three  Hundred  and  Thirty-second 
Regiment,  Eighty-third  Division  and  was  then 
transferred  to  Camp  Perry,  where  he  spent  six 
weeks  on  the  rifle  range.  So  proficient  did  he 
prove  himself  In  the  latter,  that  he  was  re- 
turned to  Camp  Sherman  and  served  for  five 
months  as  drilling  Instructor.  In  May,  1918, 
he  was  sent  to  Camp  Merritt,  New  Jersey,  and 
sailed  for  Liverpool,  England,  June  5,  1918. 
After  a stay  in  that  city  of  three  days,  he  was 
sent  to  Southampton,  and  from  there  to  Havre, 
France.  Two  days  were  spent  at  the  camp  at 
Havre,  and  then  he  was  stationed  at  Longues, 
France,  in  the  central  training  area,  for  five 
weeks.  Sent  to  Italy;  he  was  at  Villa  Franca, 
where  he  was  in  the  Piave  trenches.  From  then 
until  the  signing  of  the  armistice  he  was  on 
the  Tagliamento  River  fighting  the  Austrians. 
Following  the  armistice  he  was  at  the  Venetian 
Plains  and  different  Italian  cities,  and  was  then 
returned  to  Venice.  After  four  days  he  was 
sent  to  Albania,  across  the  Adriatic,  and  spent 
five  months  in  doing  guard  duty  at  Zelenica, 
Albania.  From  there  he  took  boat  to  Genoa, 
Italy,  and  came  home  on  the  “Canopic,”  and 
landed  at  Camp  Merritt,  New  Jersey,  April  15, 
1919,  and  after  a week  there  had  the  satisfac- 
tion of  participating  in  the  big  peace  parade 
in  New  York  City.  Returned  to  Camp  Sher- 
man, after  a week  he  was  mustered  out,  May  2, 
1919.  He  belongs  to  the  American  Legion  at 
Carrollton. 

On  July  21,  1919,  Mr.  Sutton  was  married 
to  Mary  Eleanor  Scarlott,  a daughter  of  Albert 
F.  and  Elvina  May  (Miller)  Scarlott,  of  Harri- 


son Township.  Mrs.  Sutton's  great-grandfather, 
William  Scarlott,  entered  land  from  the  Gov- 
ernment In  Loudon  Township,  Carroll  County, 
and  she  was  born  on  that  homestead.  William 
Scarlott  married  Eleanor  Scott,  and  both  died 
on  their  farm  of  117  acres,  which  was  inherited 
by  their  son,  John  Scarlott,  who  married  Eliza 
Williams,  and  they  had  five  children,  of  whom 
Albert  F.  Scarlott,  Mrs.  Sutton's  father,  was 
the  second.  Albert  F.  Scarlott  lived  on  this 
homestead  nearly  all  his  life,  and  was  there 
married.  In  1904  he  moved  to  a farm  of  100 
acres  of  land  near  New  Harrisburg  and  there 
died  July  20,  1919,  but  his  widow  survives  him. 
His  death  was  occasioned  by  an  accident  when 
he  fell  from  a grain  stack.  Mrs.  Sutton  is  the 
eldest  of  her  parents’  three  daughters,  her  sis- 
ters being  Lois  E.  and  Sarah  Emma. 

After  their  marriage  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Sutton 
settled  on  the  Scarlott  homestead  of  160  acres 
in  Harrison  Township,  where  Mr.  Sutton  is 
carrying  on  general  farming.  He  is  a stock- 
holder of  the  Farmers  Exchange  of  Carrollton, 
and  he  is  a charter  member  of  the  New  Harris- 
burg Grange.  Possessed  of  strong  convictions 
Mr.  Sutton  prefers  to  select  his  own  candidates, 
and  so  votes  independently.  The  Presbyterian 
Church  of  New  Harrisburg  holds  his  member- 
ship. A young  man  of  excellent  character,  and 
pleasant  personality,  he  has  a wide  circle  of 
friends  in  his  neighborhood,  and  is  held  in  the 
highest  esteem  by  all  who  know  him. 

Albert  Dickerson,  M.  D.  For  many  years 
the  late  Albert  Dickerson,  M.  W.,  was  numbered 
among  the  foremost  physicians  and  surgeons  of 
Harrison  County,  having  an  extensive  and  lu- 
crative practice  in  New  Athens,  where,  by  his 
genial  manners,  kindly  courtesy,  and  profes- 
sional skill,  he  endeared  himself  to  all  classes 
of  people.  A son  of  Adam  Dickerson,  he  was 
born,  April  27,  1857,  in  New  Athens  Township, 
Harrison  County,  Ohio. 

A life-long  resident  of  Athens  Township, 
Harrison  County,  Adam  Dickerson  was  born 
December  11,  1806,  and  died  February  26.  1878. 
He  was  a miller  and  a farmer,  and  a man  ot 
prominence  in  his  community.  He  married  Jane 
McFadden,  whose  birth  occurred  February  14, 
1819,  and  her  death  March  6,  1896.  Both  were 
members  of  the  Methodist  Church,  with  which 
they  united  when  young.  They  reared  a family 
of  ten  children,  as  follows:  Elizabeth,  born 
December  28,  1836;  Sarah,  born  April  11,  1838; 
Joshua,  born  September  24.  1840;  Margaret 
Jane,  born  April  26,  1842;  Rebecca,  bora  May 
21,  1844;  Samuel,  bora  February  12,  1846; 
Adam,  Jr.,  born  March  10,  1848;  William  J., 
born  June  30,  1851;  Mary  E„  bora  January  5, 
1854;  and  Albert,  bora  April  27,  1857. 

Dr.  Albert  Dickerson  received  his  preliminary 
education  in  the  rural  schools  of  Athens  Town- 
ship, and  having  decided  to  enter  upon  a pro- 
fessional career,  for  which  his  native  talent  and 
acquired  forces  well  fitted  him,  he  entered  the 
Louisville  Medical  College,  at  Louisville,  Ken- 
tucky, where  he  was  graduated  In  the  spring  of 
1889,  with  an  excellent  record  for  scholarship. 
Immediately  locating  at  New  Athens,  Harrison 
County,  Doctor  Dickerson  made  rapid  strides 
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In  bis  profession,  bis  skill  in  diagnosing  and 
treating  tbe  various  ills  to  wbieh  human  flesh 
is  heir  winning  him  the  confidence  of  the  peo- 
ple. and  an  extensive  patronage.  His  death, 
which  occurred  September  7,  1903,  was  a loss 
not  only  to  his  family  and  friends,  but  to  the 
entire  community,  and  was  deeply  deplored  by 
a host  of  friends  and  acquaintances.  He  was 
a man  of  sterling  character,  and  a valued  mem- 
ber of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

Doctor  Dickerson  married,  January  23,  1879, 
Ella  Dickerson,  a daughter  of  Thomas  Hudson 
and  Hannah  (McCoy)  Dickerson.  She  was 
born  in  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  November  4. 
1856,  and  is  of  pioneer  ancestry,  her  patertml 
grandfather,  Hiram  Dickerson,  having  been  an 
early  pioneer  of  Cadiz  Township.  Doctor  and 
Mrs.  Dickerson  became  the  parents  of  three 
children,  namely:  Anna  Dora,  wife  of  George 
A.  Dunlap,  of  Jewett,  Ohio,  who  have  one  child, 
Vivian  M ; Ethel  Blanche,  who  married  Harpy 
Miller,  has  four  children.  Gwendolyn  A..  Lil- 
lian W.,  Ella  Elizabeth  and  Mary  C. ; and  Adam 
W.,  who  married  Bessie  E.  Thomas,  has  one 
child,  Ella  Marie. 

Mrs.  Dickerson  survived  the  Doctor,  and  mar- 
ried for  her  second  husband,  December  2,  1914, 
John  F.  Adams,  a successful  farmer  of  Stock 
Township,  becoming  his  second  wife.  Mr. 
Adams’s  first  wife,  Amanda  B.  (Bargar)  Adams, 
passed  to  the  higher  life  March  9,  1912,  leaving 
three  children.  Olive  Belle,  wife  of  A.  O.  Fln- 
nieal;  Ernest  O.,  of  Canton.  Ohio:  and  Elzle 
Day  Adams. 

John  F.  Adams.  In  his  productive  enterprise 
as  one  of  the  representative  agriculturists  and 
stock-raisers  of  his  native  county.  Mr.  Adams 
is  the  owner  not  only  of  his  well  improved  and 
attractive  homestead  farm  of  sixty  acres  in 
Stock  Township,  but  also  of  a valuable  farm  of 
142  acres  in  Nottingham  Township.  He  has 
long  maintained  secure  van  tape- ground  as  one 
of  the  vigorous  and  successful  exponents  of 
farm  enterprise  in  Harrison  County  and  is  one 
of  the  substantial  and  representative  men  of 
the  county  in  which  the  Adams  family  has  been 
one  of  prominence  since  the  pioneer  era. 

Mr.  Adams  was  born  in  Stock  Township,  on 
the  20th  of  March,  1846,  and  Is  now  one  of  the 
venerable  native  sons  still  resident  of  this  town- 
ship. He  is  a son  of  Percival  and  Mary  Jane 
(Downs)  Adams,  both  of  whom  passed  their 
entire  lives  in  Harrison  County.  Percival 
Adams  was  born  in  Cadiz  Township,  this 
county.  September  10.  1820,  and  was  a son  of 
Thomas  Adams,  who  was  born  in  Pennsylvania, 
about  the  year  1790,  and  who  came  from  the 
old  Keystone  State  to  Ohio  in  1815.  Here  he 
married  Miss  Charity  Blair,  a daughter  of  John 
Blair,  and  they  became  the  parents  of  ten  chil- 
dren. Cpon  coming  to  Harrison  County  Thomas 
Adams  and  his  wife  established  their  home  In 
Cadiz  Township,  but  In  the  early  ’30s  they 
removed  to  Stock  Township.  Later  he  became 
a successful  farmer  in  Nottingham  Township, 
where  he  died  in  1855,  his  widow  passing  away 
in  1866.  He  held  membership  in  the  Presby- 
terian Church  and  his  wife  was  a member  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  from  her  child- 


hood until  her  death.  Mr.  Adams  was  a whig 
in  politics  and  was  a staunch  abolitionist  in 
the  period  prior  to  the  Civil  war. 

Percival  Adams  was  reared  under  the  condi- 
tions and  influences  of  the  pioneer  days  and 
eventually  became  one  of  the  successful  farmers 
of  Stock  Township,  where  he  owned  a farm  of 
184  acres,  in  section  1.  He  was  a republican 
In  politics,  was  influential  in  community  affairs 
and  he  and  his  wife  held  membership  in  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  Their  marriage 
was  solemnized  March  27,  1845,  Mrs.  Adams 
having  been  born  August  26,  1822,  and  having 
been  a daughter  of  Richard  and  Elizabeth 
(McKinney)  Downs,  the  former  of  whom  was 
born  in  Carroll  County,  Ohio,  In  1797,  and  the 
latter  of  whom  was  born  in  Lancaster  County, 
Pennsylvania.  January  22,  1797.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Adams  became  the  parents  of  seven  children: 
John  F.  is  the  immediate  subject  of  this  re- 
view; Albert  B.  was  born  May  23,  1849;  Eliza 
J.  was  born  March  14,  1851,  and  died  November 
14,  1887  ^Richard  M.  was  born  August  27,  1853; 
Thomas  P.  was  born  December  3,  1857;  James 
B.  was  born  July  12.  1860;  and  Mnggie  B.  was 
born  December  13,  1865. 

On  the  old  homestead  farm  John  F.  Adams 
was  reared  to  strong  and  self-reliant  manhood, 
and  in  his  youth  he  profited  by  the  advantages 
afforded  in  the  district  schools.  Energetic  and 
ambitious,  he  Initiated  his  independent  career 
by  engaging  in  active  operation  on  a farm  ad- 
joining his  present  home  place.  In  1878  he 
purchased  his  present  residential  farm,  upon 
which  he  has  made  excellent  Improvements  and 
he  made  each  succeeding  year  count  in  progres- 
sive achievement,  so  that  he  has  well  earned 
tbe  substantial  prosperity  that  has  attended  his 
activities  ns  an  agriculturist  and  stock-raiser, 
he  having  riven  special  attention  to  the  breed- 
ing and  r ising  of  sheep  and  having  made  this 
a profitable  feature  of  his  farm  enterprise. 

Taking  an  active  interest  In  everything  per- 
taining to  the  advancement  of  his  community 
and  giving  a loyal  allegiance  to  the  republican 
party,  Mr.  Adams  has  never  had  any  ambition 
for  public  office,  though  he  gave  three  terms  of 
efficient  service  as  assessor  of  Stock  Township. 
He  and  his  wife  are  leading  members  of  the 
Asbury  Chapel,  Methodist  Episcopal,  of  which 
he  has  served  as  steward  for  fully  a quarter 
of  a century  and  of  which  he  had  previously 
been  a trustee  for  five  years. 

, In  1869  Mr.  Adams  wedded  Miss  Amanda  B. 
Bargar,  a daughter  of  John  C.  and  Isabel  (Day) 
Bargar.  and  she  was  summoned  to  the  life 
eternal  on  tbe  9th  of  March,  1912,  the  three 
children  who  survive  her  being:  Olive  Belle, 
who  is  the  wife  of  Albert  O.  Finnical ; Ernest 
O..  who  married  Leota  Chaney  and  who  resides 
at  Canton,  Stark  County;  and  Elza  Day  Adams, 
whose  first  wife.  Louisa  Finney  Brough,  died 
In  early  womanhood,  leaving  three  children — 
Tacy  May,  Bessie  and  Helen.  For  his  second 
wife  Mr.  Adams  married  Minnie  Fitch,  their 
one  child  being  Veda  and  their  home  being  at 
Freeport.  Ohio. 

On  the  2d  of  December,  1914,  was  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  John  F.  Adams  to  Mrs.  Ella 
(Dickerson)  Dickerson,  widow  of  Dr.  Albert 
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Dickerson,  to  whom  a memorial  tribute  is  dedi- 
cated on  other  pages  of  this  work.  Mrs.  Adams 
was  born  in  Harrison  County,  November  4,  1866, 
her  grandfather,  Hiram  Dickerson,  having  been 
one  of  the  prominent  and  influential  pioneers 
of  this  county.  She  is  a daughter  of  Thomas 
H.  and  Hannah  (McCoy)  Dickerson,  who  were 
honored  citizens  of  Cadiz  Township  at  the  time 
of  their  deaths.  January  23,  1879,  recorded  the 
marriage  of  Miss  Ella  Dickerson  to  the  late  Dr. 
Albert  Dickerson,  whose  death  occurred  Septem- 
ber 7,  1903,  and  who  is  survived  by  three  chil- 
dren— Anna  Dora,  the  wife  of  George  A.  Dun- 
lap, mother  of  one  child,  Vivian  M. ; Ethel 
Blanche,  the  wife  of  Harry  Miller  and  the 
mother  of  four  children — Gwendolyn  A.,  Lillian 
W.,  Ella  Elizabeth  and  Mary  C.;  and  Adam  W., 
the  maiden  name  of  whose  wife  was  Bessie  E. 
Thomas,  their  one  child  being  a daughter,  Ella 
Marie. 

James  Beay  Cramblett.  For  nearly  two 
score  years  intimately  identified  witlf  the  de- 
velopment and  advancement  of  the  agricultural 
interests  of  Harrison  County.  James  Bray 
Cramblett,  of  Moorefleld  Township,  Is  profitably 
engaged  in  general  farming  and  stock-raising, 
his  land  being  fertile  and  well  adapted  to  the 
production  of  the  crops  common  to  this  section 
of  the  country.  A son  of  the  late  John  P. 
Cramblett,  he  was  born,  July  26,  1858,  In  New 
Athens,  Harrison  County,  Ohio. 

His  paternal  grandfather,  Ephraim  Cramblett, 
spent  the  larger  part  of  his  life  in  Belmont 
County,  Ohio,  his  death,  however,  occurring  in 
New  Athens,  Harrison  County.  He  became  the 
father  of  three  children,  Ellen,  Elizabeth  and 
John  P. 

Born  and  reared  in  Belmont  County.  Ohio. 
John  P.  Cramblett  served  an  apprenticeship  at 
the  blacksmith's  trade  when  young,  and  subse- 
quently established  a smithy  at  New  Athens, 
where  he  built  up  an  extensive  patronage,  con- 
tinuing a resident  of  the  place  until  his  death, 
in  March,  1916.  He  married  Kezlah  Shivers, 
a daughter  of  Thomas  and  Mary  (Norris) 
Shivers,  who  reared  seven  children,  Samuel, 
Hannah,  Sarah.  Mary,  Lew,  Amanda  and 
Keziah.  Her  father  was  a carpenter  by  trade, 
and  followed  it  in  New  Athens  during  his  active 
life.  Keziah  (Shivers)  Cramblett  died  in  early 
womanhood,  leaving  but  one  child,  James  Bray 
Cramblett,  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  who  was 
then  an  Infant,  scarcely  a year  old.  John  P. 
Cramblett  subsequently  married  for  his  second 
wife  Mary  Fisher,  and  they  became  the  parents 
of  one  child.  Alice,  who  died  unmarried. 

James  Bray  Cramblett  received  his  early 
education  in  the  district  schools  of  New  Athens. 
Having  a natural  aptitude  for  mechanical  pur- 
suits. he  learned  the  blacksmith’s  trade  when 
young,  and  worked  at  it  for  about  ten  years. 
Making  a change  of  residence  and  occupation 
in  1882,  Mr.  Cramblett  came  to  Moorefleld, 
Township,  and  soon  after  bought  the  valuable 
farm  of  110  acres  on  which  he  has  since  re- 
sided, and  on  which  he  has  made  substantial 
improvements.  As  a general  farmer  and  stock- 
grower  he  has  met  with  undoubted  success,  his 
efforts  having  been  richly  rewarded.  Although 


not  an  office  seeker,  Mr.  Cramblett  is  much  In- 
terested in  local  matters,  and  for  <me  term 
served  very  satisfactorily  as  township  trustee. 

On  March  12,  1879,  Mr.  Cramblett  was  united 
in  marriage  with  Anna  Harvey,  a daughter  of 
James  Harvey,  Jr.  Her  paternal  grandfather, 
James  Harvey,  Sr.,  was  a pioneer  farmer  of 
Moorefleld  Township,  where  he  took  up  a home- 
stead claim  from  the  Government,  and  cleared 
a good  farm.  He  married  Susannah  Condon, 
and  to  them  the  following  children  were  born: 
Milton,  James,  William,  Levin  A.,  Susan,  Elea- 
nor, Anna.  Ruth,  Betsey,  John  and  Allen,  the  two 
last  named  dying  in  infancy.  James  Harvey, 
Jr.,  father  of  Mrs.  Cramblett,  was  born  in  1832 
in  Moorefleld  Township,  where  he  was  engaged 
in  agricultural  pursuits  for  many  yearn  Mov- 
ing to  Uhrichsvllle,  Ohio,  in  1871,  he  resided 
there  until  his  death.  He  married  Margaret 
Clark,  who  was  also  born  in  Moorefleld  Town- 
ship, where  her  father,  Samuel  Clark,  was  a 
prominent  farmer  and  blacksmith.  To  him  and 
his  wife,  whose  maiden  name  was  Jane  Ha- 
thome,  three  children  were  born,  as  follows: 
Margaret,  who  became  the  wife  of  James  Har- 
vey, Jr.;  Elizabeth;  and  Mary,  who  died  in 
Infancy. 

Into  the  home  of  Mr.  and  Mrs,  Cramblett  five 
children  have  been  born,  namely:  Harry,  who 
married  Fannie  Campbell,  and  has  one  child, 
Ila;  Otis  married  Dessie  Showber;  Grace  mar- 
ried Charles  Blemler,  and  has  one  child,  Don- 
ald; Gretta;  and  Chester,  who  married  Ruth 
Mills,  and  has  two  children,  Wanda  and  Mary. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cramblett  are  liberal  supporters 
of  the  Methodist  Church  and  Mr.  Cramblett  Is 
a republican. 

Joseph  V.  Lawler  was  one  of  the  veterans 
in  the  ranks  of  the  newspaper  fraternity  in 
Ohio  at  the  time  of  his  retirement  therefrom 
six  years  ago,  and  has  to  his  credit  a splendid 
record  in  connection  with  the  publishing  of  The 
Carroll  Chronicle,  a democratic  paper  estab- 
lished in  Carroll  County  after  the  close  of  the 
Civil  war.  He  made  the  Chronicle  a power  in 
political  affairs  In  Carroll  County  and  was  the 
youngest  democratic  editor  in  the  state  when 
he  assumed  charge  of  that  paper,  the  active 
management  of  which  is  now  vested  in  his  sons, 
who  are  well  upholding  the  journalistic  prestige 
of  the  family  name,  as  well  as  that  of  political 
influence  and  the  formulating  and  directing  of 
popular  sentiment  and  action.  Mr.  Lawler  has 
been  postmaster  at  Carrollton  since  President 
Wilson  was  elected  for  his  first  term,  besides 
which  he  held  this  office  also  under  the  admin- 
istration of  President  Cleveland. 

He  ha 8 been  liberal  and  loyal  In  the  further- 
ance of  the  best  interests  of  his  home  city  and 
county,  and  is  one  of  the  essentially  representa- 
tive citizens  of  this  section  of  the  Buckeye  State 

Mr.  Lawler  was  born  at  Carrollton,  Septem- 
ber 15, 1848,  and  is  a son  of  Fenton  and  Hannah 
(Easley)  Lawler.  Fenton  Lawler  was  bora  in 
Queens  County,  Ireland,  and  was  a lad  of 
fifteen  years  when  he  came  to  the  United  States, 
in  company  with  his  widowed  mother,  four  of 
his  brothers  and  three  sisters,  the  eldest  brother 
having  at  the  last  moment  decided  to  remain 
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in  his  native  land,  where  he  passed  the  re- 
mainder of  his  life,  his  remains  resting  beside 
those  of  his  father  in  the  cemetery  at  Mount 
Mellick,  Ireland.  The  mother  was  a member 
of  the  Society  of  Friends,  Aut  became  a com- 
municant of  the  Catholic  Church  after  coming 
to  America.  The  family  home  was  established 
in  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania,  where  Fenton  Law- 
ler was  reared  to  maturity  and  where  was  sol- 
emnized his  marriage  to  Miss  Hannah  Isabelle 
Easley,  who  was  born  in  Armstrong  County, 
that  state,  as  one  of  a family  of  seventeen 
children,  sixteen  of  whom  grew  to  maturity 
and  were  noted  for  their  longevity.  The  Eas- 
leys or  Islichs  were  farmers  of  Pennsylvania 
German  descent  and  trace  their  ancestry  back 
for  150  years.  After  their  marriage  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Lawler  continued  their  residence  in  Pitts- 
burgh, for  a time  and  resided  in  Steubenville, 
Ohio,  until  May,  1843,  when  they  established 
their  home  at  Carrollton,  which  was  then  an 
unpretentious  village.  Here  Mr.  Lawler  pro- 
vided a home  and  established  himself  in  the 
wearing  business,  he  having  served  a partial 
apprenticeship  to  the  weaver’s  trade  before  leav- 
ing his  native  land.  He  supplied  the  jeans  and 
yarn  that  were  used  by  the  people  of  this  sec- 
tion until  the  time  of  his  death,  which  occurred 
on  the  8th  of  April,  1802,  and  left  his  wife  with 
seven  young  children.  Mrs.  Lawler  was  not 
only  a devoted  mother  but  also  a woman  of 
marked  resourcefulness,  so  that  she  kept  her 
children  together  and  provided  ways  and  means 
for  their  maintenance.  Revered  by  all  who 
came  within  the  circle  of  her  gracious  Influence, 
she  attained  to  the  age  of  seventy-two  years 
and  passed  to  the  life  eternal  In  1887,  her  re- 
mains being  laid  to  rest  In  the  English  Catholic 
Cemetery  at  Canton,  Stark  County.  Thomas, 
first  born  of  the  children,  died  in  Pittsburgh  at 
the  age  of  thirteen  months;  Andrew  Easley, 
the  second  son,  died  at  Effingham,  Illinois,  in 
1861;  Mary  Ann  became  the  wife  of  Matthias 
Waggoner  and  both  died  In  the  State  of  Minne- 
sota ; Elizabeth  became  the  wife  of  J.  T. 
Champer  of  Terre  Haute,  Indiana,  and  is  now 
living;  Sarah  Helen  became  the  wife  of  John 
Duffy  and  they  established  their  home  at  Can- 
ton, Ohio;  John  W.  died  at  the  age  of  nine 
months;  Helena  died  in  1892  at  the  age  of  46; 
Joseph  V.  is  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  James 
F.  was  a yearling  when  his  father  died.  The 
parents  were  devout  communicants  of  the 
Catholic  Church  and  in  the  early  days  mission- 
ary priests  were  occasionally  entertained  in  and 
celebrated  Mass  in  their  home. 

Joseph  V.  Lawler  is  indebted  to  the  public 
schools  and  early  academies  of  Carrollton  for 
his  initial  educational  discipline,  which  was 
supplemented  by  the  service  in  printing  estab- 
lishments that  have  consistently  been  termed 
the  equivalent  of  a liberal  education.  His 
initiation  into  the  mysteries  of  the  “art  pre- 
servative of  all  arts”  was  solemnly  perpetrated 
in  1859  In  the  office  of  the  Carroll  Free  Press, 
of  which  paper  Col.  Jacob  Weyand  was  then 
editor  and  publisher.  After  six  months  of  for- 
tifying experience  in  this  office  this  boy  was 
for  a time  employed  in  the  office  of  the  Carroll 
Democrat,  and  he  continued  his  active  service 


in  printing  office  work  until  1866,  when  he  as- 
sumed the  dignified  office  of  teacher  in  a district 
school.  He  taught  two  winter  terms,  and  in 
the  interim  worked  at  the  printer’s  trade  at  Oil 
City,  Pittsburgh  and  Philadelphia,  Pennsyl- 
vania, and  at  Steubenville,  Salem  and  Canton, 
Ohio.  This  statement  Indicates  that  he  fol- 
lowed the  itinerant  policies  common  in  the  print- 
ing trade  at  that  period,  and  each  experience 
broadened  his  mental  horizon. 

Between  the  years  1863  and  1871  the  demo- 
crats of  Carroll  County  had  no  paper  to  rep- 
resent their  interests,  and  as  a result  of  their 
importunities  Mr.  Lawler  became  the  executive 
functionary  in  establishing  the  Carroll  Chroni- 
cle, of  which  he  became  publisher  and  Thomas 
Hays  was  made  editor,  though  Mr.  Lawler 
assumed  editorial  charge  two  years  later,  be- 
coming possibly  the  youngest  democratic  editor 
in  the  Buckeye  State.  The  Chronicle  was  owned 
by  a stock  company,  composed  of  twenty-five 
Influential  men  of  the  county,  but  In  1874  they 
turned  control  of  the  paper  over  to  Mr.  Lawler. 
Under  his  administration  the  paper  gained  a 
large  circulation  and  its  prestige  has  continued 
to  the  present  time,  completing  In  March,  1921, 
a cycle  of  fifty  years.  It  has  been  potent  in 
advancing  the  cause  of  the  democratic  party, 
Its  editorial  policies  have  been  carefully  formu- 
lated and  maintained,  and  It  has  at  all  times 
been  a faithful  representative  of  community  in- 
terests in  general. 

Mr.  Lawler  was  elected  three  terms  (nine 
years)  as  a member  of  the  board  of  education 
of  Carrollton,  and  his  first  appointment  to  the 
office  of  postmaster  was  Incidental  to  the  first 
term  of  President  Cleveland’s  administration. 
He  retained  the  office  both  terms  and  when 
President  Wilson  was  elected  to  the  presidency, 
Mr.  Lawler  again  received  commission  as  post- 
master. an  office  in  which  he  Is  giving  a char- 
acteristically efficient  administration. 

The  year  1872  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Lnwler  to  Miss  Emma  McGregor,  daughter  of 
the  late  Archibald  McGregor,  who  was  a man 
of  fine  Intellectuality  and  sterling  character, 
and  an  early  settler  of  Canton,  Ohio,  where  for 
more  than  forty  years  he  was  editor  of  the  Stark 
County  Democrat,  always  taking  an  active  in- 
terest in  school  affairs.  In  recognition  of  this 
service  the  Canton  School  Board  named  one  of 
their  schools  after  him,  the  building  being  com- 
pleted in  1921,  nineteen  years  after  his  death. 
Mr.  McGregor’s  memory  was  a marvel  as  he 
could  recite  nearly  all  of  Burns’  poems  and 
many  of  the  longer  classics.  At  the  age  of  ten 
he  could  recite  Pope’s  Essay  on  Man  with  rare 
prompting. 

John  McGregor,  his  father,  was  a graduate 
of  Glasgow  University,  and  a rare  scholar  dhd 
teacher.  Coming  to  this  country  he  established 
three  academies  In  as  many  cities.  Forty  years 
after  his  death  his  students  from  numerous 
states  erected  a monument,  imported  from  Italy, 
at  his  grave  in  Wadsworth,  Ohio,  and  assembled 
to  unveil  it  and  spend  a day  in  reminiscence, 
song  and  story.  All  who  assembled  were  gray- 
haired  men  and  women.  John  McGregor  taught 
mostly  without  books  and  every  lesson  was  a 
lecture. 
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In  conclusion  Is  entered  brief  record  concern- 
ing the  children  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lawler.  Ed- 
ward Fenton  Lawler,  eldest  of  the  children,  Is 
now  editor  of  the  Carroll  Chronicle;  Martha  Is 
the  wife  of  Homer  J.  Richards  of  Carrollton, 
and  their  children  are  John  L.,  Joseph  V.,  Mary, 
Tom  and  Martha;  Mary,  second  daughter  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lawler,  is  the  wife  of  Frederick 
W.  McCoy  of  Carrollton,  and  they  have  one 
daughter,  Mary  Margaret;  Anna  Is  the  wife  of 
William  A.  Dorgan,  of  Terre  Haute,  Indiana, 
and  they  have  three  children,  William  Lawler, 
Catherine  Cecelia  and  Emma  Isabella;  Archi- 
bald died  in  1887,  at  the  age  of  five  years;  and 
John  Malcolm  and  Joseph  Vincent,  Jr.,  are 
twins,  the  former  having  been  graduated  In 
Rose  Polytechnic  Institute  at  Terre  Haute.  In- 
diana, a civil  engineer  by  profession  and  voca- 
tion. He  married  Miss  Caroline  Stockon  and 
they  maintain  their  residence  In  Cheyenne, 
Wyoming.  John  M.  Lawler  and  Dr.  R.  T.  Ship- 
ley  were  the  first  two  from  Carroll  County  to 
volunteer  to  serve  in  connection  with  the  na- 
tion’s participation  in  the  World  war,  and,  In 
the  Engineering  Corps.  He  was  first  at  Camp 
Benjamin  Harrison,  Indiana,  later  stationed  at 
Fort  Leavenworth,  Kansas,  and  at  Camp  Sher- 
man, Ohio,  and  finally  assigned  to  Camp  Custer, 
Michigan,  where  was  organized  a company  of 
which  he  was  made  captain,  and  he  was  then 
sent  to  France,  where  he  continued  in  active 
service  fourteen  months,  his  entire  period  of 
service  having  comprised  two  years.  Joseph  V. 
Lawler,  Jr.,  is  associated  with  his  brother  Ed- 
ward F.  in  the  publishing  of  the  Carroll  Chron- 
icle. He  married  Miss  Rosella  Stevenson  of 
Pittsburgh  and  they  have  two  children:  Helen 
Patricia,  6,  and  Joseph  V.,  Ill,  aged  4. 

James  F.  Lawler  was  born  at  Carrollton, 
judicial  center  of  Carroll  County,  Ohio,  in 
March,  1851,  and  in  the  public  schools  of  the 
county  he  acquired  his  youthful  education.  For 
two  years  he  was  employed  at  farm  work,  be- 
sides which  he  gained  skill  as  a carpenter  and 
followed  that  trade  for  several  years  at  Inter- 
vals. He  worked  in  The  Chronicle  office  from 
1887  until  June,  1914,  when  an  aged  sister  In- 
duced him  to  go  to  Terre  Haute  and  live  with 
her.  both  of  them  having  been  left  alone.  It  is 
scarcely  necessary  to  state  that  James  F.  Law- 
ler, like  his  father  and  brother,  Is  a stalwart 
in  the  camp  of  the  democratic  party,  and  he 
has  been  zealous  and  influential  in  the  promo- 
tion of  the  party  cause  in  Carroll  County. 

. In  1882  was  solemnized  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Lawler  to  Miss  Mary  Atkinson,  who  likewise 
was  born  and  reared  in  Carroll  County,  her 
father,  the  late  Hon.  Isaac  Atkinson,  having 
been  one  of  the  early  settlers.  He  had  been  so 
actively  identified  with  the  organization  of 
Carroll  County  in  1832  that  he,  in  recognition 
of  his  great  public  services,  was  elected  as  the 
county’s  first  representative  In  the  Legislature. 
In  dogged  determination  to  advance  the  public 
interests  he  had  few  equals  in  the  state. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lawler  had  three  sons  born  to 
them,  two  of  whom  are  living:  Frank  of  Saint 
Louis,  a locomotive  engineer,  and  Fenton,  of 
Indianapolis,  who  conducts  a linotype  school. 


Mrs.  Lawler  and  the  oldest  son,  Robert  F., 
passed  away  in  early  life. 

William  L.  Cummings,  who  for  the  past 
twenty  years  has  bteen  the  efficient  and  popular 
local  agent  for  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  at 
Station  15,  in  Monroe  Township,  Harrison 
County,  and  who  resides  upon  his  excellent 
farm  not  far  distant  from  this  station.  Is  a 
native  of  this  county  and  a representative  of 
one  of  its  sterling  pioneer  families.  He  was 
born  on  the  old  homestead  farm  of  his  father, 
on  Plum  Run,  Monroe  Township,  September  14, 
1862,  and  is  a son  of  Philip  and  Rebecca  (Cox) 
Cummings.  His  father  was  born  in  a pioneer 
log  cabin  on  Plum  Run,  Monroe  Township, 
this  county,  January  28,  1821,  and  had  the  dis- 
tinction of  being  the  first  white  child  on  the 
course  of  the  little  stream  mentioned,  while  the 
little  log  cabin  in  which  he  was  born  was  the 
first  erected  in  the  Immediate  neighborhood,  the 
same  having  been  constructed  of  round  logs 
and  its  dimensions  having  been  only  ten  by 
fourteen  feet.  Philip  Cummings  was  a son  of 
James  and  Mary  (Peterson)  Cummings,  both 
natives  of  the  State  of  Delaware.  James  Cum- 
mings was  born  in  Kent  County,  that  state,  in 
1781,  and  was  there  reared  to  manhood.  He 
went  forth  as  a bugler  in  a Delaware  regiment 
in  the  War  of  1812,  and  in  1815,  after  the  close 
of  the  war,  with  teams  and  wagons  he  and  his 
family  set  forth  on  the  long  and  arduous  jour- 
ney through  the  wilderness  to  Ohio.  He  took 
up  Government  land  in  Monroe  Township,  Har- 
rison County,  which  was  then  a part  of  Tus- 
carawas County,  and  here  instituted  the  devel- 
opment of  a frontier  farm  in  the  midst  of  the 
forest  wilds.  He  was  one  of  the  influential  and 
honored  citizens  of  this  pioneer  community  and 
remained  on  his  Plum  Run  farm  until  his  death, 
in  1845,  his  widow  having  accompanied  some 
of  her  children  to  Iowa  and  having  died  in 
Buchanan  County,  that  state,  in  1851.  when 
sixty  years  of  age.  Both  were  zealous  members 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  and  num- 
bered among  the  charter  members  of  the  church 
of  this  denomination  on  Plum  Run,  in  which 
James  Cummings  served  as  steward  and  class 
leader.  He  was  a man  of  superior  education 
and  had  marked  musical  talent,  as  a vocalist. 
He  and  his  wife  became  the  parents  of  four 
sons  and  four  daughters,  all  of  whom  are  now 
deceased. 

Philip  Cummings  was  reared  under  the  con- 
ditions and  influences  that  marked  the  pioneer 
days  In  Harrison  County,  and  here  he  continued 
his  residence  until  1847,  in  which  year  he  mar- 
ried and  went  to  Iowa,  where  he  took  up  120 
acres  of  Government  land  with  the  intention  of 
becoming  a pioneer  farmer  of  the  Hawkeye 
State.  He  soon  returned  to  Harrison  County, 
rnd  he  abandoned  his  plan  of  removing  to  Iowa* 
as  he  was  able  to  trade  his  land  in  that  state 
for  his  father’s  old  homestead  farm,  which  he 
sold  a few  years  later.  He  eventually  became 
the  owner  of  a valuable  landed  estate  of  400 
acres,  upon  which  he  made  the  best  of  improve- 
ments, including  the  erection  of  a fine  farm 
house  and  other  farm  buildings  of  the  best  type. 
At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  the  oldest 
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native  resident  of  Monroe  Township,  and  had 
a record  of  having  cleared  and  reclaimed  more 
land  than  any  other  resident  of  the  township. 
He  was  a staunch  abolitionist  during  the  period 
leading  up  to  the  Civil  war,  and  thereafter  was 
a leader  in  the  local  councils  of  the  republican 
party.  He  served  more  than  a quarter  of  a 
century  as  township  supervisor,  and  for  an 
equal  period  as  a member  of  the  School  Board 
of  his  district.  He  was  liberal  and  public- 
spirited,  his  life  was  marked  by  a high  sense 
of  stewardship,  and  he  commanded  inviolable 
place  in  the  confidence  and  respect  of  his  fellow 
men.  This  honored  pioneer  was  eighty-eight 
years  of  age  at  the  time  of  his  death,  and  his 
widow  survived  him  by  several  years,  she  hav- 
ing passed  away  at  the  age  of  seventy  years. 

January  12,  1847,  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Philip  Cummings  to  Miss  Mary  Anne  Trimble, 
and  she  died  March  11,  1850,  two  of  the  three 
children  of  this  union  having  attained  to  years 
of  maturity — Sarah  A.  (Mrs.  Perry  Dempster), 
and  Mary  R.  (Mrs.  John  T.  Carson).  On  the 
18th  of  June,  1850,  Mr.  Cummings  married  Miss 
Rebecca  Cox,  who  was  bom  in  Monroe  Town- 
ship, this  county,  a daughter  of  William  and 
Editha  Cox.  Of  the  five  children  of  this  union 
two  are  living — Ida  M.,  wife  of  Amos  Host,  of 
Monroe  Township,  and  William  L„  of  this  re- 
view. Mrs.  Cummings  entered  into  eternal  rest 
on  the  18th  of  March,  1872,  and  the  third  mar- 
riage of  Mr.  Cummings  was  with  Sarah  E.  Ellis, 
who  was  bom  in  Tuscarawas  County,  a daugh- 
ter of  Nathan  and  Margaret  Ellis,  pioneers  of 
that  county.  Of  this  marriage  were  bom  four 
sons  and  one  daughter — Melville,  Manton  Mar- 
ble, Laurette  N.,  Montcalm,  and  Gillespie  Blaine. 

William  L.  Cummings  early  began  to  lend  his 
aid  in  connection  with  the  work  of  the  home 
farm,  and  as  a youth  he  profited  duly  by  the 
advantages  offered  by  the  district  schools  of 
Monroe  Township.  He  has  been  continuously 
associated  with  farm  enterprise  during  his  en- 
tire mature  life,  and  though  his  official  duties 
as  station  agent  for  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad 
require  a goodly  part  of  his  time  and  attention, 
he  finds  satisfaction  and  profit  in  maintaining 
also  the  active  management  of  his  excellent 
farm,  which  comprises  132  acres.  After  his 
marriage,  in  1884,  Mr.  Cummings  was  for  eight 
years  engaged  in  the  mercantile  business,  as  the 
owner  of  a general  store  at  Philadelphia  Road, 
but  he  has  at  no  time  severed  his  allegiance  to 
farm  industry.  For  the  past  twenty  years  he 
has  served  as  the  local  station  agent  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Railroad  at  Philadelphia  Road  on 
the  Panhandle  Division  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Lines,  and  no  citizen  of  Monroe  Township  is 
better  known  or  held  in  higher  esteem.  Mr. 
Cummings  gives  his  support  to  the  republican 
party  and  is  affiliated  with  the  fraternal  or- 
ganization known  as  the  Tribe  of  Ben  Hur. 

On  the  8th  of  May,  1884,  Mr.  Cummings  was 
united  In  marriage  to  Miss  Laura  Brown, 
daughter  of  James  and  Rebecca  Brown,  of  Mon- 
roe Township,  and  they  have  three  children: 
Philip,  who  resides  at  Dennison,  Tuscarawas 
County,  married  Miss  Olive  Patterson,  and  they 
have  two  children — Paul  and  Ruth;  Lenora  is 
the  wife  of  Emmerson  R.  Rainsberg,  of  Frank- 


lin Township,  Harrison  County,  and  Bessie  re- 
mains at  the  parental  home. 

Obson  O.  Cox.  Among  the  farmers  of  recog- 
nized moral  and  material  worth  whose  labors 
have  helped  largely  to  develop  the  interests  of 
East  Township,  one  who  has  been  the  architect 
of  his  own  fortunes  and  has  worked  his  way 
unaided  to  prosperity  is  Orson  O.  Cox.  Mr. 
Cox  is  one  of  the  agriculturists  of  his  com- 
munity who  has  found  success  through  special- 
izing, devoting  himself  principally  to  fruit  and 
berry  culture  and  to  the  raising  of  White  Leg- 
horn chickens,  and  in  both  connections  his 
property,  known  as  Grand  View  Fruit  Farm, 
has  gained  something  more  than  local  distinc- 
tion. 

Mr.  Cox  was  born  November  12,  1872,  in  East 
Township,  Carroll  County,  a son  of  James  and 
Anna  Jane  (Downer)  Cox,  and  a grandson  of 
James  Cox,  an  early  settler  and  agriculturist 
of  this  township.  James  Cox  the  younger, 
father  of  Orson  O.  Cox,  was  bom  on  the  old 
family  farm  in  East  Township,  where  he  grew 
to  manhood,  and  here  married  Miss  Downer, 
who  had  been  brought  as  a child  from  her 
native  Cumberland  County,  Pennsylvania.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Cox  rounded  out  useful  and  success- 
ful careers  in  East  Township,  where  both  passed 
away.  They  were  the  parents  of  the  following 
children : Lorinda,  the  wife  of  James  Crawford, 
of  Los  Angeles,  California ; A.  M.,  of  East  Town- 
ship; J.  E.,  of  New  Philadelphia,  Ohio;  Elmer 
E.,  of  East  Township;  Ephraln  E.,  of  Salina, 
Kansas ; Casper  G.,  of  Columbiana  County,  Ohio ; 
Perry  O.,  of  East  Township;  Orson  O. ; and 
Jennie,  the  wife  of  Calvin  Creighton,  of  Mount 
Union,  Ohio. 

Orson  O.  Cox  is  indebted  to  District  School 
No  1,  of  East  Township,  for  his  education,  and 
to  the  teaching  of  his  father  for  his  agricul- 
tural training.  He  was  reared  to  the  pursuits 
of  the  soil  and  remained  under  the  parental 
roof  until  the  time  of  his  marriage,  when  he 
was  twenty-six  years  of  age,  at  which  time  he 
began  operations  on  his  own  account  on  a prop- 
erty east  of  his  present  location,  which  he 
rented  for  twelve  years.  He  then  bought  his 
present  farm,  known  as  Grand  View  Fruit 
Farm,  a tract  of  fifty-six  acres  which  he  has 
brought  to  a high  state  of  cultivation,  and  on 
which  he  has  erected  modem  buildings  and  in- 
stalled up-to-date  equipment  and  improvements. 
Mr.  Cox  has  met  with  much  success  in  the  rais- 
ing of  thoroughbred  White  Leghorn  chickens,  a 
field  of  business  endeavor  in  which  he  has  built 
up  a large  patronage  and  something  of  a reputa- 
tion, and  has  also  been  more  than  ordinarily 
prosperous  in  his  operations  as  a grower  of 
berries  and  peaches,  both  of  which  are  of  an 
excellent  quality  and  meet  with  a ready  sale. 
He  is  thorough,  systematic  and  painstaking  in 
his  work,  and  is  truly  typical  of  the  most 
worthy  and  substantial  agricultural  element  in 
Carroll  County. 

In  April,  1898,  Mr.  Cox  married  Miss  Bertha 
Moore,  who  was  bom  in  Augusta  Township, 
Carroll  County,  daughter  of  Samuel  and  Sophia 
(Thompson)  Moore,  natives  of  Ireland,  and  to 
this  union  there  have  been  bom  three  children: 
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Grade  N.,  Duane  Russell  and  Ralph  Arnelda. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cox  are  members  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church,  In  which  Mr.  Cox  is  an  elder. 
In  politics  he  is  a republican.  As  a man  of 
public  spirit,  with  the  interests  of  his  commun- 
ity at  heart,  he  has  taken  an  active  and  helpful 
part  in  various  township  movements,  and  has 
rendered  satisfactory  and  conscientious  service 
in  the  capacity  of  member  of  the  Board  of 
Township  Trustees,  an  office  which  he  filled  for 
two  terms.  As  a fraternallst  he  has  been 
through  the  chairs  of  Tent  No.  1316,  K.  O.  T. 
M.,  Kensington;  and  holds  membership  in  Tent 
No.  61,  K.  O.  T.  M.,  of  Hanover,  Ohio. 

Joseph  McL*and6bobough  owns  and  maintains 
his  residence  on  one  of  the  excellent  farms  of 
Monroe  Township,  Harrison  County,  has  made 
many  improvements  on  the  place  and  has 
marked  the  passing  years  by  successful  enter- 
prise as  one  of  the  substantial  representatives 
of  farm  industry  in  his  native  county.  He  was 
born  on  a farm  near  Scio,  North  Township,  this 
county,  on  the  7th  of  September,  1855,  and  is 
a son  of  John  and  Anna  (Eli)  McLandsborough, 
who  were  venerable  and  honored  citizens  of 
Harrison  County  at  the  time  of  their  death,  the 
father  having  developed  one  of  the  fine  farm 
estates  of  North  Township  and  for  a number 
of  years  gave  special  attention  to  the  dairy 
business. 

John  McLandsborough  was  born  in  Otley, 
Yorkshire,  England,  October  17,  1824,  and  was 
ten  years  of  age  when  he  accompanied  his  fa- 
ther and  older  brother,  Andrew,  to  the  United 
States,  in  1834,  the  father  having  come  to  this 
country  in  1831  and  having  purchased  106  acres 
of  land  in  North  Township,  Harrison  County. 
John  McLandsborough  assisted  in  the  reclaim- 
ing and  development  of  the  pioneer  farm  in 
North  Township,  this  county,  and  he  remained 
on  the  old  homestead  until  the  death  of  his  fa- 
ther, when  he  removed  to  the  farm  on  which 
he  passed  the  remainder  of  his  life,  he  having 
accumulated  a valuable  landed  estate  of  more 
than  500  acres.  He  was  a man  of  prodigious 
energy  and  industry,  commanded  unqualified 
popular  esteem  and  was  one  of  the  substantial 
and  influential  citizens  of  North  Township, 
where  he  died  when  seventy-nine  years,  three 
months  of  age,  his  wife  having  been  about  sev- 
enty-four years  of  age  at  the  time  of  her  death. 
He  was  a republican  in  politics  and  served  ef- 
fectively in  various  township  offices.  The  mar- 
riage of  John  McLandsborough  to  Miss  Ann  Eli 
was  solemnized  August  16,  1849.  Mrs.  McLands- 
borough was  born  near  Cadiz,  Harrison  County, 
a daughter  of  George  and  Sarah  Eli,  who  were 
sterling  pioneers  of  this  county.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
McLandsborough  became  the  parents  of  ten 
children — Andrew,  Jenette  (Mrs.  Benjamin  Cal- 
cott),  Joseph,  Alice  (Mrs.  John  Kearns).  Will- 
iam, Ellsworth,  Sigel,  Lincoln,  Mary  Katura 
(died  in  childhood),  and  John. 

Of  the  genesis  of  the  McLandsborough  family 
another  publication  has  offered  the  following 
data : “The  McLandsborough  family  had  its 

origin,  according  to  tradition,  in  Scotland,  where 
the  name  is  said  to  have  been  Lameric ; but  for 
four  and  one-half  centuries  the  ancestry  is 


traceable  to  that  part  of  Scotland  in  which  the 
Covenanters  had  their  abiding  place,  the  Me- 
Landsborough  family  representatives  in  Scot- 
land having  all  been  identified  with  this  re- 
ligious body. 

He  whose  name  initiates  this  review  is  of  the 
sixth  generation  in  line  of  direct  descent  from 
Andrew  McLandsborough,  who  was  a farmer 
and  shepherd  in  Scotland.  The  next  in  line  of 
descent  was  his  son  John,  who  married  Mar- 
garet Sloan  and  became  by  her  the  father  of 
two  children,  John  and  Andrew,  the  latter  of 
whom  died  in  England.  John,  grandfather  of 
Joseph  McLandsborough  of  this  sketch,  was 
born  in  Scotland,  in  1782,  and  at  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years  he  established  his  residence 
at  Otley,  Yorkshire,  England,  where  for  forty 
years  he  followed  the  vocation  of  draper.  His 
first  wife,  whose  family  name  was  Johnston, 
died  in  Scotland,  as  did  also  their  only  child, 
a daughter.  For  his  second  wife  he  wedded 
Elizabeth,  daughter  of  John  and  Elizabeth  Har- 
rison. He  visited  America  several  times  and 
here  purchased  property,  including  the  land  in 
North  Township,  Harrison  County,  Ohio.  On 
this  land  he  established  his  residence  in  1834, 
and  here  his  death  occurred  March  14,  1857,  at 
which  time  he  was  seventy-four  years  of  age, 
his  wife  having  died  February  14,  1839.  Of 
their  children  Michael  and  Margaret  died  in 
England;  Andrew  was  a resident  of  Mahaska 
County,  Iowa,  at  the  time  of  his  death;  John, 
father  of  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  was  the 
next  younger  son;  Anna  and  Catherine  died  in 
childhood;  Elizabeth  became  the  wife  of  John 
Sproul  and  they  established  their  home  in  Jas- 
per County,  Iowa ; Robert  died  in  England ; 
and  James  died  after  the  family  home  was  es- 
tablished in  Harrison  County. 

Joseph  Mcl^andsborough  gained  his  early  edu- 
cation in  the  public  schools  at  Scio  and  re- 
mained at  the  parental  home,  as  his  father’s 
assistant  in  the  work  of  the  farm,  until  the 
time  of  his  marriage,  in  1879,  when  he  began 
independent  enterprise  as  a farmer.  In  1884 
he  established  his  residence  upon  his  present 
fine  farm,  of  120  acres,  in  Monroe  Township, 
and  his  progressiveness  has  been  shown  in  his 
reclaiming  ninety-two  acres  of  this  tract 
through  an  effective  system  of  drainage.  He 
has  erected  good  buildings  on  the  place  and  has 
been  unequivocally  successful  as  a vigorous  ex- 
ponent of  agricultural  and  live-stock  industry. 
He  is  a republican  in  political  allegiance  and 
his  wife  is  a member  of  the  Methodist  Episco- 
pal Church. 

The  year  1879  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
McLandsborough  to  Miss  Eliza  Cameron, 
daughter  of  Thomas  Cameron,  and  of  this  union 
have  been  born  two  children.  Pearl  Susan,  Anna 
Alice,  the  latter  of  whom  died  at  the  age  of 
three  years  and  nine  months.  Pearl  Susan  Mc- 
Landsborough was  born  June  23,  1882,  and  she 
was  reared  and  educated  in  her  native  county. 
On  the  1st  of  October,  1901,  she  became  the 
wife  of  Joshua  D.  Brown,  and  they  own  and 
reside  upon  a farm  not  far  distant  from  that 
of  her  father.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Brown  have  seven 
children,  whose  names  and  respective  dates  of 
birth  are  here  designated;  Frances  Elisa, 
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April  2,  1906;  Ray  M.,  December  10,  1906; 
Wilma  Jane,  July  8,  1909;  Eugene  Elmo,  No- 
vember 8,  1911;  Joseph  J.,  February  26,  1915; 
Carl  E.,  March  23,  1917;  and  Edna  Belle,  April 
8,  1919.

James  B.  Glad  man.  It  has  been  the  purpose 
of  the  editors  and  publishers  of  this  history  to 
give  in  its  biographical  department  as  complete 
data  as  possible  in  connection  with  the  various 
families  represented,  and  it  has  been  found 
expedient  not  to  repeat  in  any  sketch  the  record 
that  has  already  been  given  In  another.  Thus 
in  reviving  the  history  of  the  honored  pioneer 
family  of  which  James  B.  Gladman  is  a mem- 
ber ready  reference  may  be  made  to  the  ample 
record  appearing  In  the  personal  sketch  of  his 
older  brother,  Thomas  Gladman,  on  other  pages 
of  this  volume.  Special  interest  attaches  to  the 
prestige  of  Mr.  Gladman  as  one  of  the  repre- 
sentative farmers  of  his  native  county  by  rea- 
son of  the  fact  that  he  owns  and  resides  upon 
the  fine  old  homestead  farm  which  was  the  place 
of  his  birth,  in  Franklin  Township,  Harrison 
County.  Here  he  was  bom  on  the  5th  of  March, 
1857,  a son  of  David  and  Elizabeth  (Lyons) 
Gladman,  concerning  whom  due  record  is  given 
in  the  previously  mentioned  sketch  of  Thomas 
Gladman. 

In  the  district  school  known  as  the  Browns- 
ville school,  in  Franklin  Township,  James  B. 
Gladman  received  his  youthful  education,  and 
from  his  boyhood  to  the  present  time  the  old 
homestead  farm  on  which  he  was  born  has  been 
the  stage  of  his  productive  activities,  which 
have  marked  him  as  one  of  the  prosperous  and 
influential  representatives  of  general  farm  in- 
dustry in  his  native  county,  his  farm  being 
well  improved  and  comprising  137  acres.  In 
addition  to  his  appreciation  of  the  splendid  re- 
turns the  old  homestead  has  given  him  in  re- 
sponse to  his  well  directed  activities  as  an  agri- 
culturist and  stock-grower,  Mr.  Gladman  places 
also  a high  value  on  the  place  by  reasons  of  the 
gracious  memories  and  associations  which  at- 
tach to  it.  Mr.  Gladman  is  a democrat  in  po- 
litical allegiance  and  he  and  his  family  hold 
membership  in  the  Christian  Church  at  Tap- 
pan,  in  which  he  served  four  years  as  an  elder. 

On  the  16th  of  October,  1890,  was  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  Mr.  Gladman  to  Miss  Emma  J. 
Billingsley,  daughter  of  William  P.  and  Leah 
(Randall)  Billingsley,  of  whom  more  specific 
mention  is  made  in  the  personal  sketch  of  their 
son  Nicholas  W.,  on  other  pages  of  this  work. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Gladman  have  two  children: 
William  D.,  who  owns  and  resides  upon  a farm 
of  seventy-seven  acres,  adjoining  that  of  his 
father,  is  one  of  the  progressive  farmers  of  the 
younger  generation  in  Franklin  Township,  the 
maiden  name  of  his  wife  having  been  Flora 
Buffington.  Elizabeth  Leah  remains  at  the 
parental  home. 

Nicholas  W.  Billingsley  has  shown  his  loy- 
alty to  and  appreciation  of  his  native  county 
by  continuous  and  effective  association  with 
farm  industry  within  its  gracious  borders,  and 
he  i9  now  numbered  among  the  successful  agri- 
culturists and  stock-growers  of  Washington 


Township,  Harrison  County,  where  he  owns  a 
well  improved  farm  of  103  acres,  given  over  to 
diversified  agriculture  and  the  raising  of  ex- 
cellent grades  of  live  stock. 

Mr.  Billingsley  was  born  in  Washington 
Township,  this  county,  on  the  1st  of  January, 
1863,  and  is  a son  of  William  P.  and  Leah 
(Randall)  Billingsley,  the  former  of  whom  was 
born  in  Belmont  County,  Ohio,  where  his  fa- 
ther, William  Billingsley,  was  a sterling  pio- 
neer settler,  and  the  latter  of  whom  was  bom 
in  Washington  Township,  Harrison  County,  a 
representative  of  an  honored  pioneer  family. 
William  P.  Billingsley  became  one  of  the  pros- 
perous farmers  and  influential  citizens  of  Wash- 
ington Township,  Harrison  County,  where  he 
continued  to  reside  until  his  death,  April  10, 
1916,  his  wife  having  preceded  him  to  eternal 
rest  and  both  having  been  consistent  members 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  Of  their 
children  the  first,  Sarah  Margaret,  died  in  early 
childhood;  James  L.  resides  at  Lorain,  this 
state;  John  A.  B.  Is  a resident  of  Uhrichsville, 
Tuscarawas  County;  Marion  L.  maintains  his 
home  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia.  Pennsylvania ; 
Albert  N.  is  a resident  of  the  state  of  Iowa ; 
Nicholas  W.  is  the  immediate  subject  of  this 
sketch;  Emma  J.  Is  the  wife  of  James  B.  Glad- 
man, of  whom  individual  mention  is  made  on 
other  pages  of  this  volume;  and  Ida  A.  is  the 
wife  of  Reuben  Lyons,  of  Uhrichsville. 

Reared  to  the  sturdy  discipline  of  the  farm 
and  afforded  the  advantages  of  the  schools  of  his 
native  township,  Nicholas  W.  Billingsley  re- 
mained on  the  old  home  farm  of  his  father  un- 
til the  death  of  the  latter,  and  in  the  meanwhile 
his  marriage  occurred,  in  1888.  In  1916  he  re- 
moved to  his  present  farm,  on  which  he  has  con- 
tinued his  progressive  and  successful  operations 
as  an  agriculturist  and  stock-grower.  He  is  a 
republican  in  politics,  served  four  years  as  as- 
sessor of  Washington  Township,  one  year  as 
real-estate  appraiser  of  the  township  and  one 
year  as  a member  of  the  school  board. 

In  1888  was  solemnized  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Billingsley  to  Miss  Mary  E.  Tennent,  daughter 
of  Robert  and  Caroline  (Auld)  Tennent.  and  of 
this  union  have  been  born  three  children : Leah 
is  the  wife  of  Lewis  Morgan,  and  they  have 
three  children,  Mary  Margaret,  Rebecca  Jana 
and  a son.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Morgan  reside  in  the 
city  of  Joplin,  Missouri,  where  Mr.  Morgan  is 
a teacher  in  the  public  schools.  Oliver  W.  died 
at  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  and  Margaret 
died  at  the  age  of  six  years.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bil- 
lingsley are  active  members  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  at  Tippecanoe. 

Wesley  H.  Shepherd.  There  are  many  rea- 
sons why  a special  tribute  should  be  paid  to 
the  memory  of  Wesley  H.  Shepherd  in  the  as- 
sembling of  the  individual  and  family  records 
for  this  publication.  He  was  a representative 
of  one  of  the  old  and  honored  families  of  Car 
roll  County  and  in  his  personal  character  and 
achievement  gave  to  the  world  assurance  of 
strong,  noble  and  useful  manhood.  He  passed 
virtually  his  entire  life  on  the  fine  old  home- 
stead farm  which  was  the  place  of  his  birth, 
in  Loudon  Township,  Carroll  County,  and  was 
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long  numbered  among  the  leading  exponents  of 
agricultural  and  live-stock  industry  In  the 
county,  the  while  he  was  a citizen  whose  civic 
loyalty  was  shown  in  action  as  well  as  senti- 
ment, in  definite  liberality  and  progressiveness. 
He  was  born  December  6,  1841,  and  remained 
on  his  ancestral  farmstead,  in  Loudon  Town- 
ship, until  his  death.  May  10,  1919. 

James  Shepherd,  father  of  him  to  whom  this 
memoir  Is  dedicated,  was  born  in  County  Ca- 
van, Ireland,  September  4,  1790,  a son  of  Will- 
iam and  Mary  (Morton)  Shepherd.  He  was 
reared  and  educated  in  his  native  land  and 
there,  on  the  27th  of  February,  1815,  a clergy- 
man of  the  Church  of  England  solemnized  his 
marriage  to  Miss  Mary  Reynolds,  whose  birth 
occurred  in  County  Fermanagh,  February  27, 
1797,  and  who  was  a daughter  of  Joseph  and 
Alice  (Dowler)  Reynolds.  In  August  following 
their  marriage  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Shepherd  severed 
ties  that  bound  them  to  Emerald  Isle  and  em- 
barked on  the  sailing  vessel  that,  after  a long 
and  weary  voyage,  landed  them  in  the  country 
of  their  adoption.  They  passed  two  weeks  In 
Philadelphia,  where  Mr.  Shepherd  made  ar- 
rangements for  the  shipping  of  his  household 
goods  and  other  effects  to  Steubenville.  Ohio. 
On  arriving  at  Pittsburgh  he  90ld  a part  of  his 
goods,  in  order  to  gain  the  funds  fo<*  the  trans- 
portation of  the  remainder  of  the  effects  down 
the  Ohio  River  to  the  destination.  Late  in  the 
autumn  they  arrived  at  the  home  of  Mrs.  Shep- 
herd’s uncle,  George  Reynolds,  who  later  served 
on  the  bench  of  the  county  court  of  Carroll 
County.  Their  financial  resources  were  re- 
duced to  the  sum  of  eighteen  cents  at  the  time 
of  their  arrival,  and  in  order  to  augment  his 
depleted  exchequer  the  young  husband  left  his 
wife  with  her  uncle  and  returned  to  Pennsyl- 
vania, where  he  employed  himself  during  the 
winter  In  the  threshing  of  wheat  by  means  of 
the  old-time  flail.  By  indefatigable  industry 
and  utmost  frugality  Mr.  Shepherd  finally  ac- 
cumulated sufficient  money  to  justify  him  in  en- 
tering claim  to  eighty  acres  of  land  in  what  is 
now  Loudon  Township.  Carroll  County.  He 
erected  on  the  land  a primitive  log  cabin,  and 
of  this  modest  domicile  he  and  his  wife  took 
possession  on  the  31st  of  March,  1817.  In  the 
construction  of  the  house  not  a nail,  an  iron 
hinge  or  a pane  of  glass  was  used.  Tn  his 
native  land  Mr.  Shepherd  had  learned  the  trade 
of  weaver,  and  he  utilized  his  technical  knowl- 
edge and  facility  to  good  effect  in  the  pioneer 
locality  in  which  he  had  established  his  home. 
Of  special  interest  is  the  following  extract  con- 
cerning his  work  as  a weaver:  “He  raised 

flax,  which  he  and  his  wife  wove  into  linen  and 
then  sold.  One  fine  web  of  forty  yards  he 
carried  on  his  shoulder  to  Canton,  where  h° 
received  forty  dollars  for  the  fabric.  He  then 
paid  one  dollar  for  two  yards  of  calico,  and 
the  remainder  of  the  forty  dollars  he  used  in 
entering  an  additional  tract  of  land.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Shepherd  encountered  their  full  share  of 
the  hardships  and  vicissitudes  that  fell  to  the 
lot  of  the  pioneers  of  this  now  favored  section 
of  Ohio,  but  they  were  prosperous  in  their  la- 
bors with  the  passing  years  and  reared  their 
large  family  of  children  to  lives  of  usefulness 


and  honor,  the  home  having  been  one  of  happi- 
ness and  refined  influences.”  This  honored  pio- 
neer couple  became  the  parents  of  fourteen 
children,  all  but  one  of  whom  attained  to  years 
of  maturity,  and  of  the  number  two  are  living 
at  the  time  of  this  writing:  Alice,  who  is  the 
widow  of  Rev.  Theophilus  Eneen,  a Presbyte- 
rian minister,  and  resides  at  Harlem  Springs, 
Carroll  County;  and  Joseph  C.,  who  is  a resi- 
dent of  Tacoma,  Washington.  James  Shepherd 
passed  to  eternal  rest  on  the  2d  of  June,  1872. 
and  his  devoted  wife  survived  him  by  less  than 
three  years,  her  death  having  occurred  March 
14,  1875.  They  were  devout  members  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and  their  lives 
were  guided  and  governed  by  the  gracious  faith 
which  they  thus  professed  and  in  which  they 
carefully  reared  their  children,  all  of  whom  be- 
came active  members  of  the  same  church  body. 
In  politics  Mr.  Shepherd  was  a loyal  democrat, 
and  in  community  affairs  he  wielded  large  and 
benignant  influence,  though  he  had  no  desire 
for  official  preferment.  He  developed  a large 
and  valuable  farm  property  and  his  name,  as 
well  as  that  of  his  wife,  merits  high  place  on 
the  roll  of  the  honored  pioneers  of  Carroll 
County. 

Of  the  fourteen  children  Wesley  H.,  was  the 
youngest.  In  addition  to  receiving  the  advan- 
tages of  the  common  schools  of  the  locality  and 
period  he  pursued  higher  academic  studies  in 
Mount  Union  College,  and  while  he  became  a 
man  of  broad  information  and  mature  judg- 
ment, he  never  had  any  desire  to  deflect  his 
course  from  the  line  of  farm  enterprise,  in  con- 
nection with  which  he  gained  substantial  and 
worthy  success.  He  became  the  owner  of  the 
old  homestead,  of  320  acres,  and  here  he  con- 
tinued his  well  ordered  activities  ns  an  agricul- 
turist and  stock-raiser  until  the  close  of  his 
long  and  useful  life,  which  was  crowned  with 
honor  and  unequivocal  material  prosperity.  His 
political  allegiance  was  given  to  the  republican 
party  and  he  took  loyal  interest  in  those  things 
that  concern  the  communal  welfare.  He  was  a 
zealous  member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  at  Amsterdam,  ns  is  also  his  widow,  who 
remains  on  the  old  home  place,  and  he  filled 
various  official  positions  in  this  church.  He 
was  a good  man,  a useful  citizen  and  a gen- 
erous and  kindly  friend  and  neighbor. 

On  the  7th  of  October.  1873.  was  solemnized 
tlie  marriage  of  Mr.  Shepherd  to  Miss  Helen 
France,  who  was  born  at  Harlem  Springs,  this 
county,  and  who  is  a daughter  of  the  late  Dr. 
J.  B.  and  Margaret  (Donnan)  France,  the  for- 
mer a native  of  Washington  County.  Ohio,  and 
the  latter  of  Butler  County.  Pennsylvania,  a 
daughter  of  Rev.  Alexander  and  Helen  (Han- 
nay)  Donnan.  her  father  having  been  born  in 
Scotland  and  having  come  to  Washington 
County.  Ohio,  in  1799.  Rev.  John  France,  who 
was  educated  in  the  city  of  Edinburgh,  Scot- 
land. and  became  a clergyman  of  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church,  was  the  father  of  Dr.  J. 
B.  France,  and  the  latter  long  held  precedence 
ns  one  of  the  able  and  honored  physicians  and 
surgeons  engaged  in  practice  in  Carroll  County. 
Mrs.  Shepherd  attended  Harlem  College,  at 
Harlem  Springs,  and  Is  a gracious  woman  who 
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has  long  held  secure  place  in  connection  with 
the  representative  social  life  and  other  activi- 
ties of  her  home  community,  where  her  circle 
of  friends  is  limited  only  by  that  of  her  ac- 
quaintances. Mr.  Shepherd  is  survived  also  by 
three  children : Edgard  married  Miss  Mary 

James  and  they  now  reside  in  the  city  of  Cleve- 
land ; Grace  is  the  wife  of  Benjamin  F.  James, 
of  Canton,  Stark  County;  and  Paul,  who  re- 
mains with  his  widowed  mother,  has  the  active 
management  of  the  fine  old  homestead  farm, 
which  now  comprises  240  acres. 

John  Evangelist  Kibsch.  After  a wide  and 
valued  experience  which  is  of  value  to  him  in 
his  present  undertaking,  John  Evangelist  Klrsch 
is  now  engaged  in  conducting  his  farm  of  sixty- 
five  acres  of  laqd  in  Rose  Township.  He  was 
born  in  Barr  Township,  Cambria  County,  Penn- 
sylvania, September  15,  1860,  a son  of  Simon 
and  Anna  (Bromanspager)  Kirsch.  The  pater- 
nal grandfather,  a weaver  by  trade,  was  born  in 
Alsace,  France,  from  whence  he  came  to  the 
United  States  in  an  early  day.  He  first  settled 
in  Barr  Township,  Cambria  County,  Pennsyl- 
vania, and  married  Catherine  Bear,  but  after 
her  demise,  he  moved  to  Westmoreland  County, 
and  became  a lay  brother  at  St.  Vincent’s 
monastery,  where  he  died.  He  and  his  wife  had 
five  children  of  whom  Simon  Klrsch  was  the 
eldest.  His  life  was  spent  on  his  father’s  home- 
stead. and  there  he  died  in  1916,  and  his  wife 
died  that  same  year.  By  a former  marriage  to 
Mary  Sheran,  Simon  Klrsch  had  two  children, 
namely:  Simon  and  Philomena,  both  of  whom 

are  still  living.  By  his  second  marriage  he  had 
five  sons  and  two  daughters,  and  John  E.  Kirsch 
belongs  to  the  second  family. 

During  the  winter  terms  until  he  was  fifteen 
years  old  John  E.  Kirsch  attended  the  country 
schools,  but  after  that  devoted  all  of  his  time 
to  the  homestead  on  which  he  remained  until 
he  was  thirty  years  of  age.  At  that  time  he 
married  and  went  to  Altoona,  Pennsylvania, 
where  for  eight  years  he  was  in  a dairy  busi- 
ness, and  then  came  to  Rose  Township,  where 
for  a year  he  worked  as  a farm  hand.  Re- 
turning to  the  dairy  business  he  carried  It  on 
at  Canton,  Ohio,  for  seven  years,  and  then  in 
1911  returned  to  Carroll  County  and  bought  his 
present  farm,  where  he  has  since  remained, 
carrying  on  general  farming.  He  is  a stock- 
holder in  the  Auto  Transportation  Company  of 
Buffalo,  New  York,  and  has  other  interests,  be- 
ing a man  of  ample  means. 

Mr.  Kirsch  was  married  first  to  Magdelena 
Hoffee,  a daughter  of  Simon  and  Cathrlne 
(Sheran)  Hoffee,  and  she  died  In  May,  1913, 
leaving  no  children.  In  1915  Mr.  Klrsch  was 
married  to  Ella  Klise.  a daughter  of  Francis 
and  Gertrude  (Schott)  Klise  of  San  Diego, 
California.  There  are  no  children  by  this  mar- 
riage. Mrs.  Kirsch  was  born  in  Rose  Township, 
and  was  third  in  a family  of  four  children. 
She  attended  district  school  Number  6 and  the 
Waynesburg  High  School,  and  then  lived  in 
different  parts  of  the  country,  being  employed 
In  a private  capacity,  in  this  way  seeing  a 
good  deal  of  the  United  States  and  Canada,  and 
was  in  California  at  the  time  of  her  marriage. 


Mr.  Klrsch  is  a republican.  He  belongs  to  the 
Church  of  the  Immaculate  Conception  at  Marges. 
A hard  worker  Mr.  Kirsch  has  earned  all  he 
possesses,  and  has  acquired  something  else  of 
value,  the  confidence  and  esteem  of  all  with 
whom  he  is  associated.  While  he  is  somewhat 
conservative  with  reference  to  public  improve- 
ments, he  is  in  favor  of  those  which  will  add 
to  the  value  of  the  property  and  prestige  of  the 
community,  and  is  a friend  of  the  public  schools 
and  the  good  roads  movement. 

T.  Otho  Richards  has  been  a resident  of  Car- 
roll  County  from  the  time  of  his  birth,  has  here 
made  for  himself  a high  reputation  as  a man 
of  probity  and  ability  and  as  a successful  ex- 
ponent of  farm  Industry.  He  still  gives  his 
close  personal  supervision  to  his  home  place, 
which  Is  one  of  the  valuable  farm  properties  of 
Loudon  Township,  and  is  known  as  a progres- 
sive and  thoroughgoing  representative  of  agri- 
cultural and  live-stock  enterprise  in  his  native 
county.  He  was  born  in  Lee  Township,  on 
the  31st  of  August.  1854.  and  is  the  youngest 
In  a family  of  eleven  children,  of  whom  only 
one  other  Is  now  living — Mary,  who  is  the  wife 
of  William  Groves,  of  Rice  County.  Kansas. 
Mr.  Richards  is  a son  of  Otho  and  Rachel 
(Little)  Richards,  the  former  a native  of  Car- 
roll  County,  where  his  parents  were  pioneer  set- 
tlers, and  the  latter  a native  of  .Pennsylvania, 
she  having  been  born  near  Burgettstown,  that 
state.  The  marriage  of  the  parents  was  solemn- 
ized in  Carroll  County  and  they  settled  on  a 
farm  in  Lee  Township,  where  they  passed  the 
remainder  of  their  lives,  the  father  having 
died  in  April,  1855,  when  bis  son  T.  Otho.  of 
this  sketch,  was  less  than  one  year  old,  and  the 
mother  passed  away  several  years  later. 

T.  Otho  Richards  was  still  a boy  when  he 
became  doubly  orphaned,  but  he  was  not  denied 
consistent  education  advantages.  The  discipline 
which  he  gained  in  the  district  school  locally 
known  as  the  Frog  Hollow  school  was  supple- 
mented by  his  attending  for  one  term  the  semi- 
nary at  Harlem  Springs,  but  he  was  only  fifteen 
years  old  when  he  found  employment  at  farm 
work,  by  the  month.  He  continued  to  be  thus 
engaged,  as  an  industrious  and  valued  employe, 
until  the  time  of  his  marriage,  in  February, 
1880,  when  Miss  Sarah  Jane  Colar  became  his 
wife,  she  having  been  born  and  reared  in  Lou- 
don Township,  a daughter  of  William  and  Cath- 
erine (Slates)  Colar.  After  his  marriage  Mr. 
Richards  resided  for  a time  on  the  farm  of  his 
father-in-law,  in  Loudon  Township,  and  for  two 
years  he  was  engaged  in  the  operation  of  a saw 
mill,  in  which  enterprise  he  was  associated  with 
two  sons  of  his  eldest  sister.  Mrs.  Boop.  Dur- 
ing this  period  he  and  his  wife  resided  at  Har- 
lem Springs,  and  they  then  returned  to  the 
Colar  farm.  By  the  will  of  Mrs.  Richards’  fa- 
ther she  and  her  husband  became  the  owners 
of  100  acres  of  his  fine  old  homestead  farm,  a 
provision  by  deed  having  given  to  Mr.  Richards 
a half-interest  in  the  valuable  property,  which 
has  been  kept  up  to  a high  standard  under  his 
control  and  management.  He  has  made  numer- 
ous improvements  on  the  farm,  and  the  same  is 
a model  of  thrift  and  good  management. 
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Mr.  Richards  is  a republican  and  his  stand- 
ing in  his  home  community  is  shown  in  the  fact 
that  he  has  been  called  upon  to  serve  several 
terms  in  the  office  of  township  trustee,  in  which 
he  did  much  to  further  the  civic  and  material 
advancement  of  his  constituent  township.  He 
and  his  wife  hold  membership  in  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  at  Kilgore  and  he  is  serving 
as  a member  of  its  board  of  trustees.  In  con- 
clusion is  entered  brief  record  concerning  the 
children  of  Mr.  and  Mra  Richards:  Charles  E. 
and  John  C.  reside  in  the  city  of  Cleveland: 
William  Albert  is  a resident  of  Los  Angeles, 
California;  Paul  G.  lives  at  Amsterdam,  Jef- 
ferson County;  James  L.,  who  is  now  a resi- 
dent of  Cleveland,  this  state,  served  in  the 
United  States  Marine  Corps  In  the  great  World 
war,  his  training  having  been  received  at  Paris 
Island,  South  Carolina,  and  be  having  accom- 
panied his  command  to  France,  where  he  re- 
mained on  active  duty  about  six  months,  princi- 
pally at  Brest,  where  he  held  the  rank  of  quar- 
termaster’s sergeant.  His  service  in  army  was 
about  two  years.  Arthur  M.,  who  likewise  re- 
sides in  the  city  of  Cleveland,  was  another  of 
the  gallant  young  men  who  represented  Carroll 
County  In  the  nation’s  service  in  the  World  war, 
his  assignment  having  been  to  a motor-truck 
company  and  his  training  having  been  gained 
at  Camp  Benjamin  Harrison,  In  Indiana,  whence 
lhe  went  to  France  and  was  in  active  service  at 
THJou,  having  served  about  two  years.  He  re- 
turned to  his  native  land  and  received  his  hon- 
orable discharge,  with  the  rank  of  sergeant; 
THelen,  next  older  than  Arthur  M.,  is  the  wife 
•of  Jay  E.  Brandt,  of  Loudon  Township;  and 
Ctatffcertne,  the  youngest  of  the  children,  re- 
mains at  the  parental  home  and  is  a successful 
and  popular  teacher  In  the  public  schools  of  her 
native  county. 

Chables  Smith,  who  is  one  of  the  representa- 
tive agriculturists  and  stock-growers  of  North 
'Township,  Harrison  County,  is  a scion  of  one 
of  the  honored  pioneer  families  of  this  county. 
He  is  of  the  fourth  generation  in  descent  from 
John  Smith,  who  immigrated  from  Ireland  to 
America  in  1818  and  who  in  that  year  secured 
from  Governor  Hare  a tract  of  wild  land  in 
Nottingham  Township,  Harrison  County,  Ohio, 
where  he  Instituted  the  reclamation  of  a farm 
from  the  forest.  Here  he  passed  the  remainder 
of  his  life  and  at  Deersville,  this  county,  his 
widow  died  at  the  remarkable  age  of  ninety 
years.  They  became  the  parents  of  five  chil- 
dren, one  of  whom  died  in  infancy.  Those  who 
attained  to  maturity  were  Thomas,  Robert, 
William,  John  and  Sarah  (Mra  F.  T.  Simon- 
ton).  The  son  Thomas,  grandfather  of  the  sub- 
ject of  this  sketch,  was  bom  In  Ireland  and 
was  reared  on  the  pioneer  farm  in  Harrison 
County,  Ohio.  As  a youth  he  learned  the  print- 
er’s trade  in  the  office  of  the  Cadiz  Republican, 
and  in  1838  be  returned  to  his  native  land, 
where  in  the  city  of  Dublin  was  solemnized  his 
marriage  to  Miss  Mary  Hopkins,  their  parents 
having  been  old-time  friends  in  Ireland.  On 
his  return  to  Harrison  County  Mr.  Smith  en- 
gaged in  the  mercantile  business  at  Cadiz,  and 
later  he  was  for  twenty-five  years  engaged  in 


the  general  merchandise  business  at  Freeport, 
this  county.  In  1883  he  sold  this  business  and 
removed  to  Leesville,  Carroll  County,  In  which 
county  he  remained  several  years,  within  which 
he  was  associated  with  mercantile  and  farm  en- 
terprise. On  his  return  to  Harrison  County  he 
purchased  a farm  in  North  Township,  and  here 
he  remained  until  his  death,  February  23,  1881, 
at  the  age  of  seventy-two  years,  his  birth  having 
occurred  May  6,  1809.  His  wife  was  bom  Au- 
gust 27,  1813,  and  died  June  5,  1882,  she  having 
been  a woman  of  culture  and  most  gracious 
personality  and  her  early  education  having  been 
received  in  the  city  of  Dublin,  Ireland.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Smith  became  the  parents  of  six  chil- 
dren: Joseph  J.,  who  established  his  home  in 

the  city  of  Cleveland;  Robert  H.,  who  was  a 
resident  of  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania,  at  the 
time  of  his  death,  in  1885 ; Edward  A„  who  was 
killed  by  lightning  on  the  old  home  farm  in 
North  Township;  Theodore  W.,  who  was  the 
father  of  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  Alice  J., 
who  died  at  Leesville,  Carroll  County;  and  Sa- 
rah E.,  who  became  the  wife  of  M.  B.  Fierbaugh. 

Theodore  William  Smith  was  bom  in  Free- 
port, Harrison  County,  March  17,  1846,  and  he 
passed  the  closing  years  of  his  life  on  his  fine 
farm  in  North  Township,  where  he  died  on  the 
■9th  of  November,  1998.  He  received  the  advan- 
tages of  the  common  schools  of  Harrison  County, 
and  early  began  to  assist  in  his  father’s  store. 
In  1870  he  married,  and  in  the  following  year 
he  became  associated  with  his  brother  Robert 
H.,  in  the  general  merchandise  business  at 
Leesville,  Carroll  County,  where  he  remained 
four  years.  Thereafter  he  resided  continuously 
on  his  farm  in  North  Township,  Harrison 
County,  until  the  close  of  his  long,  useful  and 
worthy  life,  his  farm  having  comprised  160 
acres,  adjacent  to  the  village  of  Conotton.  At 
the  time  of  the  Civil  war  he  served  in  the  home 
guard  organized  to  repel  the  raids  of  General 
John  Morgan.  He  was  affiliated  with  the 
Knights  of  Pythias  and  gave  liberal  support  to 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  of  which  he 
and  his  wife  were  zealous  adherents. 

On  the  8th  of  December,  1870,  was  recorded 
the  marriage  of  Theodore  W.  Smith  to  Miss 
M)alila  M.  English,  who  was  born  in  North 
Township,  Harrison  County,  a daughter  of 
James  and  Ann  (McCarroll)  English,  and  whose 
death  occurred  in  her  native  township  July  10, 
1914,  she  having  survived  her  husband  by  about 
six  years.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Smith  became  the 
parents  of  three  children:  Alice  C.,  who  died 

on  the  22d  of  September,  1908;  Charles,  of  this 
sketch,  and  Anna,  the  wife  of  Cassius  E.  More- 
land, who  is  employed  in  the  steel  rolling-mills 
at  New  Philadelphia,  Tuscarawas  County,  their 
one  child  being  Alice  G.  In  the  home  of  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Smith  was  reared  also  James  Wilfred 
Smith,  who  was  doubly  orphaned  when  his  fa- 
ther, Edward  A.  Smith,  was  killed  by  lightning, 
as  noted  in  the  preceding  paragraph,  and  who 
was  taken  into  the  home  of  his  uncle  when 
nine  years  of  age,  and  there  he  remained  until 
his  death,  June  25,  1890,  shortly  before  his 
twentieth  birthday  anniversary. 

Charles  Smith  was  born  at  Leesville,  in 
Orange  Township,  Carroll  County,  Ohio,  on  the 
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2d  of  September,  1874,  and  was  a child  at  the 
time  when  his  parents  established  their  resi- 
dence on  the  farm  in  North  Township,  Har- 
rison County,  where  he  profited  by  the  advan- 
tages offered  by  the  district  schools  and  where 
he  remained  on  the  home  farm  until  the  death 
of  his  father.  In  the  following  year  he  mar- 
ried, and  he  has  since  remained  on  the  home 
farm,  of  which  he  has  had  full  charge  since  the 
death  of  his  father,  and  of  which  he  is  now  the 
owner.  This  place,  as  before  stated,  is  con- 
veniently situated  adjacent  to  the  village  of 
Conotton  and  comprises  160  acres.  Mr.  Smith  is 
far-sighted  and  enterprising  in  all  departments 
of  farm  industry,  and  is  one  of  the  successful 
agriculturists  and  stock-growers  of  North  Town- 
ship. He  is  a republican  in  politics,  and  he  and 
his  wife  hold  membership  in  the  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church  at  Conotton.  Mr.  Smith  is  a mem- 
ber of  General  Custer  Lodge  No.  106,  Knights 
of  Pythias,  at  Scio. 

On  the  6th  of  October,  1900,  was  solemnised 
the  marriage  of  Mr.  Smith  to  Miss  Margaret 
Simkins,  daughter  of  Willis  L.  and  Martha  Jane 
(Masters)  Simkins,  both  natives  of  Harrison 
County,  where  the  former  was  born  January 
25,  1832,  and  the  latter  on  the  12th  of  Febru- 
ary, 1836.  Mr.  Simkins,  who  maintained  his 
home  at  Conotton,  was  for  more  than  thirty- 
five  yea  re  in  the  employ  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Railroad  Company,  the  first  few  years  as  a 
bridge  builder,  and  thereafter  as  a master  car- 
penter. His  death  occurred  May  10,  1910,  his 
wife  having  passed  away  April  30,  1879,  and 
having  been  a devout  member  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church.  Of  the  children  the  eldest 
is  Miss  Stella,  who  resides  in  Conotton;  Anna 
is  the  wife  of  E.  Carson  Rogers,  of  Columbus, 
Ohio,  and  they  have  two  children — -Frances 
Louise  and  Estelle  Faye;  Mrs.  Smith  was  the 
third  child;  and  George  died  on  the  9th  of 
July,  1919.  William  and  Catherine  (Gould) 
Simkins,  grandparents  of  Mrs.  Smith,  were  pio- 
neer settlers  of  Harrison  County.  William 
Simkins  was  a native  of  Cumberland,  Mary- 
land, and  his  wife  was  born  in  the  state  of 
West  Virginia. 

James  L.  Clutz,  whose  attractive  and  well- 
regulated  farm  of  sixty-six  acres  is  situated  in 
section  4,  Loudon  Township,  Carroll  County, 
was  born  on  the  adjacent  homestead  farm  which 
is  still  the  home  of  his  parents,  and  the  date 
of  his  nativity  was  December  12,  1876.  He  Is 
a son  of  John  C.  and  Mary  A.  (Burrier)  Clutz, 
both  likewise  natives  of  Carroll  County,  where 
they  have  always  maintained  their  residence. 
Mrs.  Clutz  is  a daughter  of  Levi  and  Elizabeth 
Burrier,  who  were  pioneer  settlers  in  Loudon 
Township,  where  they  remained  until  their 
deaths,  the  Burrier  family,  from  Pennsylvania, 
having  been  founded  in  what  is  now  Carroll 
County,  Ohio,  more  than  a century  ago.  Con- 
cerning the  children  of  John  and  Mary  (Bur- 
rier) Clutz  the  following  brief  data  may  con- 
sistently be  entered:  Eliza  Ann  remains  at 

the  parental  home;  Sarah  Jane  is  the  wife  .of 
Ell  wood  Alba  ugh,  of  Dennison,  Tuscarawas 
County;  Edward  Philip  likewise  resides  at  Den- 
nison; Elmer  D.  is  a resident  of  Jefferson 


County;  James  Louis,  of  this  sketch,  was  the 
next  in  order  of  birth;  Elizabeth  Belle  is  the 
wife  of  J.  Milton  Albaugh,  of  Loudon  Township; 
Francis  Burton  resides  in  the  village  of  Am- 
sterdam, this  county ; and  Margaret  Mae  lives  at 
Scio,  Harrison  County. 

James  Louis  Clutz  gained  in  his  boyhood  and 
youth  a gradually  cumulative  experience  in 
connection  with  the  work  of  the  home  farm  and 
continued  his  association  with  its  work  until 
his  marriage  and  the  initiation  of  his  indepen- 
dent career  as  a farmer  in  his  native  town- 
ship, where  his  success  as  an  agriculturist  and 
stock-grower  has  been  on  a parity  with  this 
Zealous  application  and  progressive  policies.  His 
early  education  was  obtained  principally  in  the 
district  school  at  Dutch  Corner,  and  has  been 
effectively  supplemented  by  the  discipline  of  a 
vigorous  and  well-ordered  career  in  connection 
with  the  practical  affairs  of  life.  He  is  known 
as  one  of  the  reliable,  straightforward  and  en- 
terprising citizens  of  his  community,  and  that 
he  has  secure  place  in  popular  esteem  needs  no 
further  voucher  than  the  fact  that  he  is  serv- 
ing as  trustee  of  Loudon  Township,  an  office  to 
which  he  was  elected  in  November,  1919,  as  can- 
didate on  the  democratic  ticket.  He  and  his 
wife  are  active  members  of  the  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church  at  Germano,  Ohio. 

In  April,  1903,  was  solemnized  the  marriage 
of  Mr.  Clutz  to  Miss  Estella  D.  Cox,  who  was 
bora  at  Mingo  Junction,  Jefferson  County,  Ohio, 
a daughter  of  Michael  A.  Cox.  It  was  shortly 
after  his  marriage  that  Mr.  Clutz  purchased 
and  established  his  home  on  his  present  farm, 
which  he  has  maintained  at  a high  standard  in 
all  particulars  and  which  is  one  of  the  excel- 
lent farms  of  Loudon  Township.  Since  1895 
Mr.  Clutz  has  given  more  or  less  attention  also 
to  sawmill  work,  principally  during  the  winter 
seasons.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Clutz  have  one  child, 
Jessie  Marie,  who  was  bora  March  16,  1906. 

John  M.  Dunlap  is  a popular  representative, 
in  the  younger  generation,  of  a family  whose 
name  has  been  most  prominently  and  worthily 
linked  with  the  annals  of  Harrison  County  since 
the  early  pioneer  days,  and  he  is  one  of  the 
enterprising  and  progressive  farmers  of  Moore- 
fleld  Township,  where  he  is  the  owner  of  a 
well-improved  place  of  158  acres  and  where, -in 
the  live-stock  department  of  his  farm  enter- 
prise, he  gives  special  attention  to  the  breeding 
and  raising  of  the  best  type  of  short-horn 
cattle. 

John  M.  Dunlap  was  bora  in  Athens  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County,  on  the  81st  of  July,  1883, 
and  is  a son  of  Adam  C.  and  Alice  (Moore) 
Dunlap,  the  former  of  whom  was  born  in  Athens 
Township,  this  county,  on  the  3d  of  June,  1851, 
and  the  latter  in  Moorefleld  Township,  June  21, 
1863,  their  marriage  having  been  solemnized  in 
September.  1882,  and  Mr.  Dunlap  having  died 
in  April.  1884.  Mrs.  Alice  (Moore)  Dunlap  long 
survived  the  young  husband  of  her  youth  and 
was  fifty-three  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  her 
death.  October  19,  1919.  To  this  marriage  two 
sons  were  bora,  John  M.  and  Adam  Chester,  the 
latter  dying  at.  the  age  of  eleven  months.  Mrs. 
Dunlap  was  a daughter  of  Johnson  and  Bmille 
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(Slater)  Moore,  the  former  of  whom  was  bom 
In  Moorefleld  Township,  Harrison  County,  in 
1837,  and  the  latter  in  Fayette  County,  Penn- 
sylvania, April  27,  1841.  The  marriage  of  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Moore  was  solemnized  April  3,  1862, 
and  they  continued  their  residence  on  their  old 
home  farm,  in  Moorefleld  Township,  until  their 
death,  Mrs.  Moore  having  passed  away  Janu- 
ary 18,  1919,  and  her  husband  on  the  10th  of 
October  of  the  following  year.  They  were 
members  of  the  Nottingham  Presbyterian 
Church.  They  became  the  pa  renter  of  three  chil- 
dren—Alice,  the  widow  of  A.  C.  Dunlap,  who 
later  married  J.  S.  Wallace;  Charles  S.  and 
Addle  (wife  of  Dr.  Edward  D.  Moore).  John- 
son Moore  was  a son  of  John  and  Elsie  (John- 
son) Moore,  the  former  of  whom  was  bom  Au- 
gust 4,  1809,  in  Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  and  the 
latter  was  bom  October  6,  1811,  a daughter  of 
William  Johnson,  who  was  one  of  the  early 
settlers  of  Moorefleld  Township,  Harrison 
County.  John  Moore  developed  one  of  the  fine 
farms  of  Moorefleld  Township,  where  he  re- 
mained until  his  death,  May  14,  1874,  his  chil- 
dren having  been  three  in  number— Mary  (Mrs. 
Jackson  Ray),  Johnson  and  Albert. 

Joshua  Dunlap,  grandfather  of  him  whose 
name  introduces  this  record,  was  born  in  Ath- 
ens Township,  Harrison  County,  May  11.  1823. 
and  his  death  occurred  September  4,  1879,  on 
his  farm,  in  Athens  Township.  In  1847  he  mar- 
ried Miss  Nancy  G.  Watson,  daughter  of  Rob- 
ert S'.  Watson,  she  having  been  bora  January 
30,  1823,  and  her  death  having  occurred  in  1884, 
both  having  been  influential  members  of  the 
Nottingham  Presbyterian  Church.  They  became 
the  parents  of  seven  children:  John  D.,  who 

w$s  bom  August  29,  1848,  and  who  died  on  the 
15th  of  the  following  October ; Watson,  who  was 
bom  October  13,  1849,  and  who  became  a prosr 
perous  farmer  in  Athens  Township;  Adam  C., 
who  was  the  father  of  the  subject  of  this  review 
and  who  was  not  yet  thirty-three  years  of.  age 
at  the  time  of  his  death;  Rachel  A.  (Mrs.  J.  L. 
Scott)  was  born  July  8,  1853;  Mary  J.  (Mrs. 
Winfield  Scott)  was  bom  April  27,  1855;  Louisa 
B.  (Mrs.  John  Webb)  was  bom  August  9,  1856, 
and  died  July  29,  1879;  and  Susan  (Mrs.  John 
P.  Dunlap)  was  bom  May  29,  1858. 

After  the  death  of  her  husband  Mrs.  Alice 
(Moore)  Dunlap  married,  August  29.  1895. 
James  S.  Wallace,  who  is  a representative 
farmer  of  Moorefleld  Township  and  of  whom  in- 
dividual mention  is  made  on  other  pages  of  this 
volume. 

After  the  death  of  his  father  John  M.  Dun- 
lap was  taken,  with  his  widowed  mother,  into 
the  home  of  his  maternal  grandfather,  where  he 
passed  the  period  of  his  boyhood  and  early 
youth.  He  profited  by  the  advantages  afforded 
in  the  public  schools  at  Moorefleld  and  later 
completed  a one  year’s  course  in  a business 
college  at  Wheeling,  West  Virginia.  He  has 
continuously  maintained  his  home  on  his  pres- 
ent farm — the  old  homestead  of  his  maternal 
grandfather,  and  has  here  achieved  distinctive 
success  in  his  agricultural  and  live-stock  enter- 
prise. His  political  support  is  given  to  the 
democratic  party  and  lie  and  his  wife  hold  mem- 
bership in  the  Nottingham  Presbyterian  Church. 


September  26,  1911,  recorded  the  marriage 
of  Mr.  Dunlap  to  Miss  Ava  Tedrick,  daughter  of 
Samuel  H.  and  Eliza  (Madden)  Tedrick,  of 
Guernsey  County,  and  the  one  child  of  this 
union  is  a sturdy  little  son,  Donald  T.,  who 
was  bora  February  26,  1914. 

James  S.  Wallace,  who  is  one  of  the  able 
exponents  of  farm  industry  in  his  native  town- 
ship of  Moorefleld,  Harrison  County,  bears  a 
name  to  which  attaches  the  highest  of  honors, 
as  well  as  much  distinction  in  this  section  of 
the  state  of  Ohio,  by  reason  of  the  faithful  and 
exalted  service  of  his  grandfather,  Rev.  Will- 
iam Wallace,  an  able  and  revered  clergyman  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  and  one  of  its  pioneer 
representatives  of  central  eastern  Ohio.  Rev. 
William  Wallace  was  bom  In  Chester  County, 
Pennsylvania,  March  17,  1787,  a son  of  John 
and  Mary  (Anderson)  Wallace  and  a scion  of 
staunch  Scotch  ancestry.  He  attended  Jeffer- 
son College,  Pennsylvania,  and  in  the  spring  of 
1821  he  was  licensed  to  preach  the  Gospel  by 
presbytery  of  Steubenville,  Ohio.  He  became  a 
domestic  missionary  through  the  new  settle- 
ments in  eastern  Ohio,  and  among  the  Presby- 
terian churches  which  he  organized  in  Har- 
rison County  were  those  at  Nottingham  and 
Free|K>rt.  to  the  pastoral  service  of  which  he 
gave  himself  for  eighteen  years.  He  died  on 
the  18th  of  December,  1841,  after  nearly  twenty 
years  of  earnest  service  in  the  ministry.  Of  him 
it  has  been  written:  “He  was  faithful  and 

successful  as  a pastor,  mild  and  amiable  as  a 
man  and  Christian,  tender  and  kind  as  a hus- 
band and  father.”  June  1,  1815,  marked  the 
marriage  of  Rev.  William  Wallace  to  Miss  Mary 
W.  McWilliams,  who  was  bora  March  17,  1797, 
a daughter  of  David  and  Mary  (Wilson)  Mc- 
Williams, who  in  that  year  came  from  Penn- 
sylvania and  settled  In  Belmont  County.  Ohio, 
where  they  passed  the  residue  of  their  lives. 
Mrs.  Wallace  survived  her  honored  husband  by 
nearly  thirty  years  and  passed  to  eternal  rest 
in  1869.  They  became  the  parents  of  ten  chil- 
dren, of  whom  David  B..  father  of  the  subject 
of  this  sketch,  was  bom  April  3,  1825,  on  the 
old  Wallace  homestead  in  Moorefleld  Township. 
He  was  reared  under  the  conditions  that  marked 
the  pioneer  history  of  Harrison  County  and 
passed  his  entire  active  life  as  a farmer  in  his 
native  township,  where  his  death  occurred  June 
8,  1905.  He  was  a zealous  and  Influential  mem- 
ber of  the  Nottingham  Presbyterian  Church, 
which  had  been  organized  by  his  father,  and 
of  this  church  his  venerable  widow  is  still  an 
active  member.  On  the  25th  of  March,  1857. 
was  solemnized  the  marriage  of  David  B.  Wal- 
lace to  Miss  Margaret  Dickerson,  who  was  bom 
in  Harrison  County.  December  30,  1834.  and 
who  is  now  one  of  the  venerable  and  loved  rep- 
resentatives of  a prominent  pioneer  family  of 
this  county.  She  is  a daughter  of  Joshua  and 
Belijah  (Lafferty)  Dickerson,  natives  of  Fay- 
ette County,  Pennsylvania,  whence  they  came 
to  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  in  an  early  day.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Wallace  became  the  parents  of  six 
children:  William  D..  born  February  6.  1858. 

became  the  pioneer  settler  in  what  Is  now  the 
state  of  South  Dakota  ; James  S.,  of  this  sketch. 
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was  bom  November  23,  1859,  on  tbe  old  home 
farm  in  Moorefield  Township;  Mary  E.,  who 
was  bom  February  28,  1862,  became  the  wife  of 
John  Dickerson,  of  Moorefield  Township ; 
Joshua  A.  was  bom  August  12,  1864,  and  is 
now  deceased;  Lillie  B.,  who  was  bom  August 
9,  1867,  is  the  wife  of  John  McConnell,  of  New 
Athens;  and  Lewis  V.,  bom  October  13,  1869, 
is  In  the  southwest. 

To  the  district  schools  of  his  native  township 
James  S.  Wallace  is  indebted  for  his  early  edu- 
cation, which  was  supplemented  by  his  attend- 
ing the  Northern  Ohio  University,  at  Ada,  Har- 
din County.  As  a young  man  he  gave  two  years 
to  effective  service  as  a teacher  in  the  district 
schools,  and  about  the  year  1885  he  initiated 
his  independent  career  as  a farmer  in  his  native 
township,  where  he  has  since  continued  his 
successful  activities  in  this  important  domain 
of  industrial  enterprise.  About  1887  he  became 
associated  with  his  uncle,  William  A.  Wallace, 
in  the  purchase  of  the  present  home  farm,  of 
which  he  later  became  sole  owner,  by  pyrchas- 
ing  his  uncle’s  interest  in  the  property.  This 
farm  comprises  about  165  acres,  and  Mr.  Wal- 
lace owns  also  a third  interest  in  another  farm, 
of  170  acres,  in  the  same  township.  All  of  the 
buildings  on  his  home  farm  have  been  erected 
by  Mr.  Wallace  and  these,  with  other  improve- 
ments, attest  to  hi 8 progressiveness  as  well  as 
his  success.  He  is  a staunch  republican  in  poli- 
tics and  served  three  years  as  trustee  of  Moore- 
fleld  Township.  He  is  an  active  member  of  the 
Nottingham  Presbyterian  Church,  as  was  also 
his  wife,  whose  death  occurred  October  19,  1919. 

On  the  29th  of  August,  1895,  Mr.  Wallace  was 
united  in  marriage  to  Mrs.  Alice  (Moore)  Dun- 
lap, widow  of  Adam  C.  Dunlap. 

Edwin  F.  MoCully,  who  was  elected  township 
trustee  of  Lee  Township,  Carroll  County,  in  the 
autumn  of  1919,  has  proved  a loyal  and  efficient 
official  and  given  further  evidence  of  the  civic 
and  communal  progressiveness  that  had  previ- 
ously marked  his  course  in  his  native  county. 
Farm  enterprise  has  engaged  his  attention  dur- 
ing the  major  part  of  his  active  career  and  he 
now  owns  and  resides  upon  one  of  the  admirable 
farm  estates  of  Lee  Township,  where  he  finds 
ample  stage  for  his  vigorous  activities  as  an  ag- 
riculturist and  stock-raiser. 

Mr.  McCully  was  born  in  Harrison  Township, 
Carroll  County,  in  the  year  1865.  and  is  a son 
of  William  and  Virginia  (Smith)  McCully,  the 
latter  being  a granddaughter.  William  Mc- 
Cully likewise  was  bom  in  Carroll  County  and 
was  a son  of  Thomas  McCully,  to  whom  must 
be  ascribed  a due  measure  of  pioneer  distinc- 
tion in  this  favored  section  of  tbe  Buckeye 
state.  Thomas  McCully  was  bom  near  Pitts- 
burgh, Pennsylvania,  and  settled  in  Harrison 
Township.  Carroll  County.  Ohio,  about  1830,  the 
Ferrell  family  having  settled  in*  Fox  Township, 
near  Meehan Icstown.  The  names  of  both  fami- 
lies thus  early  became  prominently  associated 
with  farm  industry  in  this  county.  William  Me 
Cully  was  reared  and  educated  in  this  county 
and  after  bis  marriage  be  established  his  resi- 
dence on  a farm  in  Harrison  Township.  He  not 
only  held  prestige  as  a substantial  farmer  but 


also  operated  a saw  mill  for  a number  of  years. 
He  was  bom  in  the  year  1844,  his  life  was 
worthy  in  every  sense,  and  he  attained  to  vener- 
able age,  his  death  having  occurred  on  the  3d  of 
May,  1919.  Mrs.  Virginia  (Smith)  McCully  died 
in  December,  1876,  when  but  thirty  years  of  age, 
and  of  the  four  children  Edwin  F.,  of  this  re- 
view, is  the  eldest;  William  died  at  the  age  of 
thirteen  years;  P.  O.  McCully  married  Nora 
Long  and  lived  in  Carrollton;  and  Matilda  is 
the  wife  of  James  Snively,  of  Loudon  Township. 
There  are  two  half  brothers  and  two  half  sisters. 

The  district  school  at  Cold  Spring  Run  af- 
forded Edwin  F.  McCully  the  major  part  of  his 
early  educational  discipline,  and  as  a boy  and 
youth  he  contributed  his  quota  to  the  work  of 
the  home  farm,  besides  assisting  his  father  In 
saw-milling  operations.  At  the  age  of  twenty- 
five  years  he  went  to  Garrett  County,  Maryland, 
where  he  found  employment  as  a teamster  in 
the  lumber  woods.  In  1894  he  returned  to  his 
native  county  and  rented  a tract  of  land  in 
Center  Township.  There  he  farmed  about  two 
years,  and  thereafter  he  was  engaged  similarly 
on  rented  land  in  Washington  Township.  In 
1901  he  purchased  his  present  farm,  of  184 
acres,  in  section  29,  Lee  Township,  and  this 
he  has  made  one  of  the  model  rural  estates  of 
the  township.  On  tbe  homestead  he  erected  the 
fine,  modern  house  now  occupied  by  the  family, 
and  he  has  erected  other  excellent  buildings. 
Mr.  McCully  is  a vigorous  and  thoroughgoing 
farmer,  and  his  progressiveness  and  well  or- 
dered activities  have  brought  to  him  a generous 
measure  of  success  in  the  domain  of  diversified 
agriculture  and  in  the  raising  of  horses,  cattle, 
sheep  and  swine.  He  served  four  years  as  a 
member  of  the  school  board  of  his  district,  and 
in  the  autumn  of  1919  he  was  given  further 
evidence  of  popular  appreciation  of  his  char- 
acter and  ability,  in  that  he  was  elected  town- 
ship trustee,  as  candidate  on  the  ticket  of  the 
democratic  party,  in  the  ranks  of  which  he  is 
staunchly  aligned.  He  and  his  wife  hold  mem- 
bership in  the  Church  of  the  Disciples. 

April  3,  1892,  was  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  McCully  to  Miss  Jennie  Thomas,  who  was 
born  and  reared  in  Garrett  County,  Maryland,  a 
daughter  of  Elijah  and  Barbara  (Frazee) 
Thomas.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  McCully  have  six  chil- 
dren: Virginia  is  the  wife  of  Donald  George, 

of  Lee  Township;  Emma  is  the  wife  of  William 
Rutledge,  of  Union  Township;  William  F.  mar- 
ried Miss  Anna  Rutledge  and  they  reside  in  Lee 
Township;  and  James  Perry,  K.  Earl,  and  Carl 
E.  remain  at  the  parental  home. 

James  G.  Compher,  county  commissioner  and 
one  of  the  successful  farmers  of  Harrison 
County,  owns  and  operates  a farm  in  Moore- 
field Township.  He  was  born  in  this  township 
on  July  29,  1864,  a son  of  Peter  and  Elizabeth 
(Hall)  Compher.  Peter  Compher  was  born  in 
Moorefield  Township,  April  25,  1828,  there  he 
si>ent  his  entire  life,  and  died  November  8,  1913. 
His  wife  was  born  In  Belmont  County,  Ohio,  a 
daughter  of  Thomas  and  Mary  (Carver)  Hall, 
her  birth  occurring  February  16,  1834.  She  died 
in  Moorefield  Township,  June  4,  1892.  Her 
father,  Thomas  Hall,  was  a farmer  of  Flushing 
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Township,  Belmont  County,  Ohio,  where  he 
spent  practically  all  of  his  life.  The  children 
born  to  Thomas  Hall  and  his  wife  were  as  fol- 
lows: George,  Hiram,  Catherine,  James,  Mary 
E.,  Polly,  Lucy,  Thomas  and  Jane.  Peter  Com- 
piler and  his  wife  had  children  as  follows : Wil- 
bur Gilham,  who  was  bora  February  16,  1867, 
died  August  7,  1903;  James  G.,  whose  name 
heads  this  review;  John  G.,  who  is  mentioned 
at  length  below.  Mrs.  Compher  was  a devout 
member  of  the  Baptist  Church  and  a lady  of 
fine  Christian  character. 

James  G.  Compher  attended  the  district 
schools  of  Moorefield  Township,  and  learned 
farming  in  all  its  details  from  his  practical 
father.  When  he  reached  man’s  estate  he  began 
farming  for  himself  in  Moorefield  Township, 
and  has  spent  practically  his  entire  life  in  this 
calling,  with  results  which  can  not  help  but  be 
gratifying.  At  the  time  of  his  marriage  he 
located  on  his  present  farm  of  168  acres  of  land 
and  here  he  is  carrying  on  a general  farming 
and  stock  raising  business. 

On  February  14.  1885,  Mr.  Compher  was 
united  In  marriage  with  Jennie  Dunlap,  bora  in 
Moorefield  Township,  a daughter  of  Samuel  and 
Mary  Ellen  (Bethel)  Dunlap,  and  they  became 
the  parents  of  the  following  children : Leona 

B.,  who  was  born  November  16,  1885;  Charles, 
who  was  born  March  4.  1887,  married  Sadie 
Clemens,  their  children  are  James  M.,  Helen 
Mildred  and  Alice  Leona,  and  they  live  in 
Moorefield  Township;  Mary  Edith,  who  was 
bora  on  June  5,  1889,  married  Carl  Kirkpatrick 
of  Dover,  Ohio,  and  they  have  one  child,  Mar- 
jorie Catherine;  and  Floyd,  who  was  born 
April  28,  1891,  married  Mary  Brewer,  and  lives 
at  Moorefield. 

In  the  fall  of  1916,  Mr.  Compher  was  elected 
commissioner  of  Harrison  County  and  has  since 
held  that  office.  Mrs.  Compher  belongs  to  the 
Stillwater  Baptist  Church,  but  Mr.  Compher  is 
not  a member  of  any  religious  organization. 

John  G.  Compher,  brother  of  James  G.  Com- 
pher, is  also  a farmer  of  Moorefield  Township, 
and  was  bom  in  this  township,  November  5, 
1867.  He  was  reared  on  the  homestead  and 
educated  in  the  local  schools. 

On  December  20,  1888,  John  G.  Compher  was 
united  in  marriage  with  Laura  R.  Rowland,  a 
daughter  of  George  and  Margaret  (Moore)  Row- 
land. After  his  marriage  Mr.  Compher  began 
farming  for  himself  in  Moorefield  Township, 
and  In  December,  1918,  he  bought  his  present 
farm  near  Moorefield,  where  he  has  lived  since 
August.  1919.  This  farm  comprises  184  acres 
and  on  it  be  carries  on  general  farming  and 
stockraising.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  G.  Compher 
became  the  parents  of  the  following  children : 
Ada  Lovina,  who  married  first  Morris  Brenner, 
and  second,  James  Hiney.  has  two  children  by 
her  first  marriage — Mildred  and  Paul ; Ross  G.. 
who  is  second  in  order  of  birth;  and  Gertrude, 
who  married  George  Wood,  has  twin  daughters, 
Evelyn  and  Ethel yn. 

The  Compher  family  is  one  of  the  well-known 
ones  in  Harrison  County,  and  these  brothers 
have  added  to  its  prestige  by  their  upright  and 
honorable  lives  and  useful  work  as  agricultural- 
ists and  citizena 


Rodolpho  S.  Hubs.  One  of  the  constructive 
citizens  and  good  business  men  of  Harrison 
County,  well  known  throughout  this  region  for 
his  dependability  and  uprightness,  is  Rodolpho 
S.  Hibbs,  provision  merchant,  banker  and 
farmer,  residing  at  Piedmont.  He  was  born  in 
Flushing  Township,  Belmont  County,  Ohio, 
April  18,  1860,  a son  of  John  R.  and  Lydia  Pier- 
son (Smith)  Hibbs. 

John  R.  Hibbs  was  born  at  Smyrna,  Guernsey 
County,  Ohio,  a son  of  Amos  Hibbs,  who  was 
also  bora  In  Guernsey  County,  Ohio.  By  trade 
Amos  Hibbs  was  a cabinetmaker,  and  he  made 
many  of  the  coffins  used  by  the  early  settlers 
of  Guernsey  County.  He  married  a Miss  Rat- 
cliff e,  and  they  became  the  parents  of  the  fol- 
lowing children:  John  R.,  William  G.,  Amos 

and  Barkley. 

In  about  1889  John  R.  Hibbs  moved  to  Pied- 
mont, Harrison  County,  Ohio,  and  dealt  In  farm 
Implements  and  bought  wool,  building  up  a 
large  business  which  he  continued  until  his 
death  in  1908.  His  wife,  who  was  also  bom 
In  Guernsey  County,  Ohio,  was  a daughter  of 
Amos  Smith,  a homesteader  in  Guernsey  County. 
She  died  in  December,  1900,  having  borne  her 
husband  three  children,  namely:  Rodolpho  S., 
who  was  the  eldest  born;  Oscar  B.,  who  died  In 
1915;  and  Clarence  J.,  who  lives  on  the  old 
homestead  in  Guernsey  County.  Both  parents 
were  members  of  the  Society  of  Friends. 

Rodolpho  S.  Hibbs  attended  the  schools  of 
Guernsey  County,  the  high  school  at  Antrim, 
Ohio,  and  the  college  at  Mount  Union,  Ohio.  As 
a young  man  he  entered  the  educational  field 
and  taught  school  for  one  term,  but  found  that 
his  abilities  were  such  as  to  fit  him  for  a busi- 
ness life,  and  in  1883  he  entered  upon  the 
handling  of  produce  under  the  name  of  A.  G. 
Greenfield  & Company.  On  January  1,  1890,  the 
name  was  changed  to  Goodman,  Hibbs  & Com- 
pany, and  Mr.  Hibbs  is  still  operating  under  it, 
and  conducts  a general  produce  business,  han- 
dling poultry,  eggs,  butter,  hay,  grain,  and  also 
buys  wool.  Mr.  Hibbs  owns  a fine  farm  of  150 
acres  of  land  in  Moorefield  Township.  In  1900 
he  and  Mr.  Goodman  organized  the  first  bank 
of  Piedmont  under  the  name  of  the  Piedmont 
Deposit  Bank,  which  was  conducted  as  a private 
institution  until  1914  when  it  was  reorganised 
as  a state  bank,  and  as  such  is  now  carried  on, 
Mr.  Hibbs  being  one  of  the  members  of  its  board 
of  directors. 

On  September  15,  1881,  Mr.  Hibbs  was  united 
in  marriage  with  Ruth  S.  Doudna,  of  Barnes- 
vllle,  Ohio,  a daughter  of  Joseph  F.  and  Belinda 
Doudna.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hibbs  became  the  par- 
ents of  the  following  children:  Fred  J.,  who 

married  Wilhelmina  Sterla,  has  three  children, 
Ruth,  William  and  Elizabeth,  and  lives  at 
Bridgeport,  Ohio;  Myrtle  D.,  who  married  E. 
G.  Frizzell,  a merchant  of  Piedmont,  has  two 
children,  Stella  and  Clifton;  and  Floyd  E.,  who 
married  Edith  Conway,  has  two  children.  Ed- 
win and  Ralph,  and  lives  at  Martins  Ferry, 
Ohio.  Both  Mr.  Hibbs  and  his  wife  belong  to 
the  Piedmont  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and 
take  an  active  part  in  its  religious  and  civic  bet- 
terment work.  Mr.  Hibbs  belongs  to  the  Free- 
port Lodge,  A.  F.  & A.  M.  and  to  the  Modern

Woodmen  of  America.  A sound  man  of  natural 
business  ability,  Mr.  Hibbs  has  been  able  to 
expand  his  various  ventures  in  a healthy  and 
legitimate  manner,  and  in  doing  so  has  broad- 
ened the  commercial  horizon  of  his  community. 
His  connection  with  any  undertaking,  so  reliable 
is  he,  guarantees  Its  soundness  to  his  fellow 
citizens,  and  he  is  accepted  by  them  as  one  of 
the  men  of  whom  any  locality  can  well  be  proud. 

Jonah  D.  Wilson.  In  the  sketch  dedicated 
to  his  younger  brother,  James  A.  Wilson,  on 
other  pages  of  this  work,  are  given  adequate 
data  concerning  the  family  history  of  Jonah  D. 
Wilson,  who  is  numbered  among  the  representa- 
tive farmers  of  Moorefleld  Township,  Harrison 
County,  where  his  agricultural  and  live-stock 
enterprise  Is  staged  on  a well  improved  farm  of 
150%  acres. 

Mr.  Wilson  was  born  in  Moorefleld  Township, 
February  25,  1806,  and  Is  a son  of  the  late 
James  and  Eliza  (Davidson)  Wilson.  He  was 
about  seven  years  old  at  the  time  of  his  father’s 
death  but  his  widowed  mother  remained  on  the 
old  home  farm,  where  he  was  reared  to  adult 
age,  in  the  meanwhile  profiting  fully  by  the 
advantages  afforded  in  the  district  school  locally 
known  as  the  Science  Hill  school.  He  remained 
with  his  mother  on  the  farm  until  his  mar- 
riage, in  1801,  but  in  the  meanwhile  he  was 
engaged  in  conducting  a general  store  in  the 
little  rural  hamlet  of  Estep,  not  far  distant  from 
the  home  farm.  In  1803  he  removed  his  stock 
of  goods  to  the  village  of  Tippecanoe,  but  six 
months  later  he  sold  the  stock  and  business  and 
returned  to  Moorefleld  Township.  The  follow- 
ing spring  he  engaged  In  farming  in  Notting- 
ham Township,  where  he  continued  to  be  thus 
engaged  during  the  period  of  five  years,  ne 
passed  the  following  two  years  at  Piedmont, 
where  he  was  employed  at  railroad  work,  and 
the  following  twelve  years  found  him  engaged 
in  farming  in  Green  Township.  He  then  sold 
his  property  in  that  township  and  established 
his  home  on  his  present  well  improved  farm,  in 
Moorefleld  Township. 

In  1891  Mr.  Wilson  was  united  in  marriage 
to  Miss  Lizzie  Jeanetta  Finney,  daughter  of  Jo- 
seph H.  and  Margaret  Finney,  and  they  have 
two  children — Earl  L.  and  Vera  Jean.  Mr.  Wil- 
son gives  his  support  to  the  republican  party 
and  he  and  his  wife  hold  membership  in  the 
Rankin  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  Their 
only  son,  Earl  L.,  was  one  of  the  patriotic 
young  men  who  represented  Harrison  County 
in  the  nation’s  service  In  connection  with  the 
great  World  war.  He  entered  service  July  26, 
1918,  and  at  Camp  Sherman,  was  assigned  to 
Company  M,  Three  Hundred  and  Thirty-third 
Infantry.  In  the  2d  of  the  following  September 
he  embarked  in  the  port  of  New  York  City, 
for  France,  and  the  transport  disembarked  its 
young  soldiers  at  Southampton,  England,  on  the 
10th  of  that  month.  With  his  command  Mr. 
Wilson  then  proceeded  to  France,  where  his 
regiment  was  assigned  to  the  Eighty-fourth  Di- 
vision of  the  American  Expeditionary  Forces. 
In  October,  however,  he  was  transferred  to  Com- 
pany H,  Three  Hundred  and  Sixty-fourth  In- 
fantry, Eleventh  Division,  and  he  was  with  this 


regiment  in  service  back  of  the  front  lines  when 
he  was  attacked  with  the  influenza,  which  re* 
suited  in  his  being  confined  in  the  hospital 
from  October  15,  1918,  until  January  15,  1919. 
On  the  18th  of  January  he  rejoined  his  com- 
pany, and  on  the  25th  of  March  the  command 
embarked  for  the  return  trip  to  America.  Mr. 
Wilson  returned  with  his  comrades  to  Camp 
Sherman,  and  there  he  received  his  honorable 
discharge  on  the  25th  of  April. 

James  A.  Wilson,  who  has  worthily  won  his 
prestige  as  one  of  the  progressive  and  success- 
ful representatives  of  agricultural  and  live-stock 
Industry  in  Harrison  County,  resides  on  the  old 
homestead  farm,  in  Moorefleld  Township,  which 
was  the  place  of  his  birth.  Here  he  was  born 
on  the  4th  of  August,  1873,  and  his  father  died 
on  the  8a me  day.  He  Is  a son  of  James  and 
Eliza  (Davidson)  Wilson,  and  his  father  was 
born  and  reared  on  this  same  farm,  where  he 
passed  his  entire  life  and  where  his  parents, 
James  and  Sarah  (Brock)  Wilson  settled  in  the 
pioneer  days,  upon  coming  to  Ohio  from  their 
native  state  of  Virginia.  As  previously  stated, 
James  Wilson,  Sr.,  died  August  4,  1873,  while 
still  a young  man,  and  his  widow  survived  him 
by  more  than  forty  years,  her  death  having  oc- 
curred March  22,  1914,  on  the  home  farm  which 
became  her  place  of  abode  at  the  time  of  her 
marriage,  August  4,  1846.  She  was  a woman 
of  gracious  personality  and  marked  business 
ability,  as  shown  in  her  effective  management 
of  the  farm  after  the  death  of  her  husband. 
James  Wilson  first  married  Miss  Nancy  J.  Taf- 
bert,  who  was  born  in  1896,  a daughter  of  James 
and  Nancy  (McCollough)  Tarbert,  and  she  was 
survived  by  one  son,  Madison.  Mrs.  Eliza  (Da- 
vidson) Wilson  was  born  in  Washington  Town- 
ship, this  county,  and  was  a daughter  of  Jonah 
and  Sarah  (Joice)  Davidson.  Jonah  Davidson 
was  born  in  Allegany  County,  Maryland, 
July  4,  1804,  and  in  1812  his  parents,  Samuel 
and  Mary  (Drake)  Davidson,  came  to  Harrison 
County,  Ohio,  and  became  pioneer  settlers  on 
the  land  which  they  here  obtained  from  the 
Government,  in  Washington  Township,  where 
they  passed  the  remainder  of  their  lives,  the 
father  having  been  a member  of  the  Methodist 
Protestant  Church  and  the  mother  a birthright 
member  of  the  Society  of  Friends ; she  was  born 
in  the  state  of  Pennsylvania.  Jonah  Davidson 
was  reared  under  the  conditions  marking  the 
pioneer  era  In  the  history  of  Harrison  County 
and  here,  in  1829,  he  married  Miss  Sarah  Joice. 
their  only  child,  Eliza,  who  became  the  mother 
of  him  whose  name  Introduces  this  review,  hav- 
ing been  bora  October  26,  1832.  Mrs.  Davidson 
died  in  1859  and  her  husband  survived  her  by 
thirty  years,  his  death  having  occurred  June 
16,  1889.  James  and  Eliza  (Davidson)  Wilson 
became  the  parents  of  three  children — Jonah 
D.,  Sarah  B.  and  James  A. 

James  A.  Wilson  has  always  lived  on  the 
old  home  farm,  as  previously  stated,  and  here 
is  the  owner  of  120  acres  of  the  excellent  land 
of  Moorefleld  Township.  He  acquired  his  youth- 
ful education  in  the  public  schools  and  his  youth- 
ful experience  well  fitted  him  for  later  suc- 
cessful achievement  in  connection  with  farm 
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Industry,  in  which  he  has  made  a record  of 
thrift  and  progressiveness.  His  political  support 
is  given  to  the  democratic  party  and  he  is  serv- 
ing at  the  time  of  this  writing  as  a member  of 
the  school  board  of  his  district.  He  is  also  a 
steward  of  the  Rankin  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  of  which  he  and  his  wife  are  earnest 
and  honored  members. 

October  16,  1901,  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Wilson  to  Miss  Hannah  Gutschall,  daughter 
of  Samuel  and  Catherine  (Stevens)  Gutschall, 
of  Rumley  Township,  and  of  the  three  children 
of  this  union  two  are  living — Mildred  and  Har- 
old. Mae,  the  second  child,  died  at  the  age 
of  two  years. 

James  A.  Stevens.  Among  the  farmers  of 
recognized  moral  and  material  worth  whose  la- 
bors have  helped  largely  to  develop  the  inter- 
ests of  Moorefleld  Township,  Harrison  County, 
is  James  A.  Stevens.  His  entire  life  has  been 
passed  amid  agricultural  surroundings,  and  dur- 
ing the  past  fourteen  years  he  has  carried  on 
successful  operations  on  his  present  property, 
a well-cultivated  tract  of  over  117  acres. 

Mr.  Stevens  was  born  west  of  Barnesville.  in 
Belmont  County,  Ohio,  March  5,  1866,  a son  of 
William  and  Susan  (Brower)  Stevens,  natives 
of  Guernsey  County.  Ohio.  The  founder  of  the 
family  in  this  state  was  William  Stevens,  the 
grandfather  of  James  A.,  who  came  from  his  na- 
tive state  of  Maryland  as  a pioneer  into  Guern- 
sey County  and  there  passed  his  life  in  tilling 
the  soil.  He  married  Nancy  DifTy,  also  a native 
of  Maryland,  and  they  became  the  parents  of 
ten  children : Samuel.  Owen,  William,  John, 

Eli,  Thomas,  Joshua,  Elizabeth,  Charlotta  and 
Rebecca.  William  Stevens  the  younger,  father 
of  James  A.,  was  born  in  Guernsey  County,  and 
followed  farming  throughout  his  life  in  his  na- 
tive community  and  in  Belmont  and  Guernsey 
counties.  He  married  Susan  Brower,  a daughter 
of  John  and  Elizabeth  (Claubaugh)  Brower, 
and  they  had  ten  children : John  William : Dan- 
iel W. ; James,  who  died  in  infancy ; David  A. ; 
James  A.;  Mary  E. : Charles  W..  who  died  in 
childhood;  Thomas  H. ; Reuben  Ellsworth  and 
McConnell. 

James  A.  Stevens  acquired  his  educational 
training  in  the  district  schools  of  Guernsey 
County,  and  at  the  age  of  sixteen  years  began 
to  be  self-supporting  by  working  out  among  the 
neighborhood  farmers  at  a monthly  wage.  Later 
he  began  his  Independent  career  as  a farmer  in 
a small  way  in  Guernsey  County,  and  in  1904 
came  to  Freeport  Township.  Harrison  County, 
where  he  farmed  two  years,  then  returning  to 
Guernsey  County  for  one  year.  In  1907  he  set- 
tled on  his  present  property  in  Moorefleld  Town- 
ship. a highly-improved  and  productive  property 
of  117  14/100  acres,  and  here  has  since  carried 
on  general  farming  and  stock  raising.  He  is  a 
thorough,  systematic  and  successful  farmer,  and 
is  truly  typical  of  the  most  worthy  and  substan- 
tial agricultural  element  in  Harrison  County. 
He  and  bis  family  belong  to  the  Methodist 
Church. 

On  August  20.  1SS0,  Mr.  Stevens  was  united 
in  marriage  with  Miss  Mary  E.  Bond,  daughter 
of  Charles  V.  and  Anna  (Shipley)  Bond,  and 


to  this  union  there  have  been  born  five  children : 
Iona  I.,  who  married  Ira  B.  Baker,  of  Detroit, 
Michigan,  and  has  two  children,  Leslie  B.  and 
Mary  Mildred;  Otha  E.,  of  Moorefleld  Town- 
ship, who  married  Allie  M.  Brown  and  has  two 
children,  Edgar  H.  and  Edna  Mildred;  Howard 
M.,  of  Moorefleld  Township,  who  married  Cora 
F.  Morris  and  has  one  child,  William  W. ; John 
R..  of  Moorefleld  Township,  who  married  Addie 
M.  Green  and  has  had  five  children,  Bertha  D.t 
Anna  Berl,  Mary  F.,  James  L.  and  Everett  F., 
of  whom  James  L.  is  deceased;  and  Alta  A., 
who  is  unmarried  and  resides  with  her  parents. 

Samuel  R.  Copeland.  The  leading  agricul- 
tural interests  of  Harrison  County  are  most 
fortunately  in  the  hands  of  reliable,  sensible, 
experienced  men.  who  carry  on  their  many  farm 
industries  with  careful  method  and  good  judg- 
ment. A prominent  example  may  be  found  in 
the  Co|)eland  family  and  its  connections  by  mar- 
riage. a congregation  of  farmers  that  has 
brought  much  agricultural  prosperity  to  Frank- 
lin Township. 

Samuel  R.  Copeland,  a representative  member 
of  this  fine  old  family,  was  born  in  Washington 
Township.  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  June  22,  1875. 
a son  of  Thomas  W.  and  Mary  E.  (Ramsey) 
Copeland,  the  latter  of  whom  is  deceased.  Her 
parents,  Samuel  and  Lydia  Ramsey  were  pio- 
neers in  Washington  Township,  Harrison 
County,  where  they  were  farming  people  and 
reared  their  family  of  eight  children,  namely: 
John,  William.  Albert,  Charles,  Nancy,  Sadie, 
Anna  and  Mary  E. 

Thomas  W.  Copeland,  father  of  Samuel  R.. 
was  born  in  Ftanklin  Township,  Harrison 
County,  a son  of  James  and  Mary  Ann  (Wal- 
ters) Copeland,  pioneers  there.  Mr.  Copeland 
is  an  honored  veteran  of  the  Civil  war.  He  has 
been  a farmer  all  his  life  and  his  home  has 
been  in  Washington  Township,  on  the  same 
farm,  since  young  manhood.  He  is  a member, 
as  was  his  wife,  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  at  Tippecanoe.  Their  children  were  as 
follows:  James  A.,  who  is  deceased;  Clara  A., 

who  Is  the  wife  of  John  C.  Poulson;  Samuel  R.. 
who  is  of  Franklin  Township;  Lura,  who  is  the 
wife  of  John  Finnieal ; Emma,  who  is  the  wife 
of  Walter  Cecil ; and  John  G.,  who  operates  the 
home  farm. 

Samuel  R.  Copeland  always  remained  at  home 
and  gave  his  father  assistance  on  the  farm  up 
to  the  time  of  his  own  marriage.  He  attended 
the  public  schools  of  both  Washington  and 
Franklin  townships,  has  always  kept  well  in- 
formed and  is  not  only  one  of  the  intelligent 
farmers  of  his  section  but  a thoroughly  repre- 
sentative citizen.  After  marriage  he  settled 
on  his  present  farm,  where  he  has  150  acres 
of  fine  land.  He  devotes  it  to  general  farming 
and  stockraising,  taking  considerable  interest 
in  having  a good  grade  of  stock  of  all  kinds. 

Mr.  Copeland  was  married  on  December  21. 

1 Sfi9,  to  Alice  McGill,  who  is  a daughter  of 
Thomas  and  Esther  (West)  McGill,  and  they 
have  two  children:  Zelma  B.  and  Mildred  E. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Copeland  are  members  of  the 
Christian  Church.  As  a worthy  citizen.  Mr. 
Copeland  takes  some  interest  in  politics  and  hns 
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served  four  years  as  a trustee  of  Franklin 
Township. 

John  C.  Poulson,  a brother-in-law  of  Samuel 
R.  Copeland,  was  born  in  Nottingham  Township. 
Harrison  County,  Ohio,  May  20,  1874,  and  is  a 
son  of  Thomas  and  Sarah  E.  (Rose)  Poulson, 
and  a grandson  of  John  Rose  and  John  and 
Rachel  (Rogers)  Poulson.  The  paternal  grand- 
father owned  the  farm  in  Nottingham  Township 
that  is  still  in  the  Poulson  family.  His  chil- 
dren were  one  son,  Thomas,  and  three  daugh- 
ters, namely:  Sarah,  who  married  Abraham 

Russell:  Harriet,  who  married  Barrett  Rogers: 
and  Susan,  who  married  Samuel  D.  Edgar.  The 
paternal  grandparents  were  Wesleyan  Meth- 
odists. 

Thomas  Poulson.  only  son  of  John,  and  father 
of  John  C..  is  a veteran  of  the  Civil  war,  in 
which  he  served  as  a soldier  for  three  years. 
Following  the  close  of  the  war  he  returned  to 
Nottingham  Township,  where  he  had  been  born, 
and  still  lives  on  the  old  homestead.  During 
his  active  years  he  was  a farmer  and  carpen- 
ter. Of  his  three  sons,  John  C.  and  Everett  A. 
are  living,  and  Oscar  O.  is  deceased. 

John  C.  Poulson  obtained  his  education  in  the 
public  schools  of  Nottingham  Township  and  re- 
mained at  home  until  twenty  years  old,  then 
worked  for  other  farmers,  by  the  month,  for 
ten  years.  After  his  marriage  he  rented  his 
present  farm  in  Franklin  Township  for  two 
years,  then  purchased  it  and  since  then  has 
erected  all  the  substantial  buildings  on  the 
place.  He  owns  133  acres  of  valuable  land 
which  he  is  intelligently  and  successfully  culti- 
vating. On  September  12.  1900.  Mr.  Poulson 
married  Clara  A.  Copeland,  and  they  have  two 
children:  Nina  Birdell  and  Harold  Dean.  They 
belong  to  the  Christian  or  Disciples  Church. 

John  W.  Finnical,  who  is  a prosperous  gen- 
eral farmer  and  stockholder  in  Franklin  Town- 
ship. Harrison  County.  Ohio,  was  born  on  the 
farm  on  which  he  lives.  January  23.  1881.  and 
is  a son  of  Thomas  A.  and  Anna  ( Gibson)  Fin- 
nical, both  of  whom  were  bom  in  Stock  Town- 
ship. Harrison  County.  Thomas  A.  Finnical 
lived  In  Stock  Township  until  his  marriage, 
then  moved  to  Tuscarawas  County  and  for  two 
years  conducted  a farm  near  Fhrichsville.  then 
came  to  the  farm  now  owned  by  his  son  in 
Franklin  Township  which  he  operated  until 
1903,  when  he  removed  to  Deersville,  where  his 
death  occurred  November  30,  1910.  His  first 
wife.  Anna  Gibson,  a daughter  of  Edward  Gib- 
son. died  November  10.  1890,  the  mother  of 
three  children,  namely : Franklin  F..  who  was 

a physician  at  Dennison.  Ohio,  died  October 
23.  1914:  Edward  G..  who  lives  at  rhriehsville. 
Ohio:  and  John  W..  who  owns  the  old  home- 
stead. Mr.  Finnical’s  second  marriage  was  to 
Rachel  Malernee.  ne  was  a member  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  at  Deersville. 

John  W.  Finnical  was  educated  in  the  Browns- 
ville school  in  Franklin  Township  and  has  al- 
ways lived  on  his  present  farm  of  132  acres. 
He  is  a practical,  thorough  going  farmer  and 
takes  interest  also  in  raising  good  stock.  On 
October  14,  1903,  he  was  married  to  Dura  Cope- 
land, daughter  of  Thomas  W.  and  Mary  Eliza- 


beth Copeland,  and  they  have  one  child,  Anna 
Elizabeth,  who  was  born  January  23,  1915. 

Walter  A.  Cecil,  third  brother-in-law  of  Sam- 
uel R.  Copeland,  is  a successful  general  farmer 
and  stockraiser  of  Franklin  Township,  Har- 
rison County,  Ohio,  where  he  was  born  on  Oc- 
tober 28,  1886.  His  parents  were  David  Elmer 
and  Mary  Catherine  (McClintock)  Cecil,  both  of 
whom  were  born  also  in  Franklin  Township, 
his  father  being  a son  of  Jesse  and  Nancy 
(Gladman)  Cecil,  and  his  mother  a daughter  of 
Walter  and  Susan  (Crim)  McClintock.  After 
the  death  of  his  first  wife.  David  Elmer  Cecil 
married  Mary  O.  Crawford.  To  his  first  mar- 
riage four  children  were  born,  namely:  Leona 

May,  wife  of  Robert  West;  Walter  A.;  Verna  E., 
wife  of  Frank  Gladman;  and  Ella  L.  The  fol- 
lowing children  were  bom  to  his  second  mar- 
riage: Margaret  E.,  wife  of  Henry  Law;  Jesse 
W. : Ira  E. : Ida  I.;  and  Gertrude  L. 

Walter  A.  Cecil  attended  the  public  schools 
In  Franklin  Township  through  boyhood.  When 
his  mother  died  he  went  to  live  with  his  grand- 
father, Jesse  Cecil,  which  practically  became 
his  permanent  home.  Mr.  Cecil  owns  eighty 
acres  of  well-improved  land  and  understands 
how  to  turn  every  acre  of  It  to  good  account. 
On  March  19,  1908,  he  married  Maude  Spray, 
a daughter  of  Joseph  Spray.  S*he  died  with- 
out issue.  July  2.  1909.  On  January  31,  1912, 
Mr.  Cecil  married  Rachel  Emma  Copeland, 
daughter  of  Thomas  W.  Copeland,  and  they 
have  had  two  children : Thomas  IJoyd,  who 

died  April  17.  1919:  and  Mabel  Leona.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Cecil  belong  to  the  Christian  Church 
at  Tappan.  Ohio.  It  is  not  remarkable  that  this 
entire  connection  is  held  in  high  regard  in 
narrison  County,  for  it  includes  people  of  up- 
right character  and  solid  worth. 

David  G.  Cramblett.  Considerable  reference 
bas  been  made  on  other  pages  of  this  biograph- 
ical volume  to  members  of  the  Cramblett  family 
who  for  several  generations  have  been  identi- 
fied with  the  agricultural  life  of  Harrison 
County,  and  therefore,  lengthy  introduction  is 
not  necessary  in  the  case  of  David  G.  Cramblett. 
who  for  years  has  been  prominent  In  the  farm- 
ing and  mercantile  affairs  of  the  county. 

David  G.  Cramblett  was  born  in  Stock  Town- 
ship. Harrison  County.  August  3.  1877.  a son  of 
Thomas  and  Hannah  (Mallemee)  Cramblett, 
further  reference  to  whom  is  made  under  the 
sketch  of  W.  E.  Cramblett  appearing  on  another 
page  of  this  work.  David  G.  Cramblett  received 
his  early  education  in  the  Beaver  Dam  school 
In  Franklin  Township  and  at  the  same  time 
was  getting  his  preliminary  lessons  In  farm 
work  on  his  father’s  place.  He  continued  to 
reside  on  the  home  farm  up  to  the  date  of  his 
marriage  which  took  place  March  8.  1900.  his 
bride  being  Florence  Tedrow,  a daughter  of 
John  and  Mary  Tedrow. 

Shortly  after  his  marriage.  Mr.  Cramblett 
commenced  farming  for  himself  In  Stock  Town- 
ship on  a farm  that  was  part  of  his  father's 
holding.  Later  he  bought  120  acres  of  the  home 
farm,  to  which  he  added  122  acres,  bringing  his 
entire  agricultural  interests  to  242  acres  of 
prime  land.  Mr.  Cramblett  carried  on  general 
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farming  and  stock  raising,  making  a specialty 
of  purebred  Black  Top  sheep,  and  along  lines 
he  was  very  successful.  In  addition  to  operat- 
ing his  land  he  worked  a threshing  outfit  in  the 
neighborhood,  in  partnership  with  one  of  his 
brothers. 

Mr.  Cramblett  continued  his  farming  opera- 
tions until  September,  1917,  when  he  relin- 
quished agricultural  work,  and  bought  a gen- 
eral merchandise  business  in  Tappan,  in  part- 
nership with  C.  C.  Rea,  and  since  that  year  the 
partnership  has  remained  unbroken,  the  business 
being  conducted  to  their  mutual  satisfaction. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cramblett  are  the  parents  of 
two  children:  Mary  and  Thelma.  The  family 

are  members  of  the  Christian  Church  at  Tap- 
pan  and  are  regular  attendants  on  its  services, 
and  Mr.  Cramblett  and  his  wife  take  an  earnest 
part  in  all  movements  designed  for  the  improve- 
ment of  the  community  in  which  they  reside. 

Robert  McGill.  The  McGill  family  Is  one 
of  the  well-known  ones  in  Harrison  County, 
where  its  representatives  have  been  established 
for  many  years,  the  majority  of  them  being  con- 
nected with  agricultural  activities.  One  of  them 
who  is  sustaining  the  family  reputation  for  up- 
right industry  and  sturdy  thrift  is  Robert  McGill 
of  Franklin  Township,  who  was  bom  on  his 
present  farm,  June  9,  1856.  He  Is  a son  of  John 
McGill,  and  grandson  of  Thomas  McGill,  bom 
in  Ireland,  who  never  left  his  native  land, 

John  McGill  was  bora  in  Ireland,  but  soon 
realized  that  there  were  no  opportunities  there 
for  the  ambitious  young  man,  and  so  he  left  it 
for  the  United  States  and  after  his  arrival  in 
this  country  came  as  far  west  as  Harrison 
County,  Ohio,  and  secured  eighty  acres  of  tim- 
berland.  Here  he  lived  and  worked  until  his 
death,  which  occurred  in  1869.  His  wife,  Nancy 
Auld,  was  born  in  Franklin  Township,  a daugh- 
ter of  Stewart  and  Rebecca  Auld,  and  they  bad 
children  as  follows:  Thomas,  who  died  March 
18,  1920;  Sarah,  who  was  second  in  order  of 
birth;  Nancy  J.,  who  married  Samuel  Hitch- 
cock, died  in  1901;  Mary,  who*  died  in  1908; 
Robert,  whose  name  opens  this  review;  and 
Stewart,  who  lives  in  Oklahoma.  The  McGills 
were  members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

Robert  McGill  attended  the  district  schools  of 
Franklin  Township,  and  at  the  same  time  as- 
sisted his  father  with  the  work  of  the  farm. 
He  inherited  the  homestead  of  eighty  acres  of 
land,  and  here  he  is  occupied  with  a general 
farming  and  stock-raising  business  and  is  doing 
well. 

On  June  17,  1886,  Mr.  McGill  was  united  in 
marriage  with  Nancy  Jane  Dickey,  a daughter 
of  William  W.  and  Cecelia  (Barrett)  Dickey, 
and  granddaughter  of  Benny  Dickey.  William 
W.  Dickey  was  bora  in  Harrison  County.  Ohio, 
and  spent  his  mature  vears  in  farming  in 
Franklin  Township,  where  he  owned  160  acres 
of  land,  now  the  property  of  his  son.  Perry  jC. 
Dickey.  His  death  occurred  in  1914.  but  his 
widow  lived  until  1917.  Their  children  were 
as  follows:  Alice  A.,  Nancy  Jane,  Mary  and 
Perry  C.  The  family  were  all  members  of  the 
Christian  Church.  William  W.  Dickey  served 
for  eighteen  months  in  the  Eighteenth  Ohio  Vol- 


unteer Infantry  during  the  war  of  the  ’60s,  and 
participated  in  a number  of  important  battles. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  McGill  became  the  parents  of 
the  following  children:  Ray,  who  is  the  eldest; 
Ada,  who  married  Harry  McMillen,  has  four 
children,  Delmer,  Laurence,  Ruth  and  Floyd; 
William,  married  Bernice  Cecil,  who  died  No- 
vember 28,  1920,  leaving  two  children,  Maxine 
and  Mary;  Edith,  who  married  Rowland  Black- 
well,  has  one  child,  Delbert;  Elizabeth,  who 
married  T.  B.  Errlngton,  now  residing  in  New 
Philadelphia,  Ohio,  has  two  children,  Kenneth 
Eugene,  died  at  the  age  of  seven  months,  and 
Pauline;  Robert,  who  married  Edith  Knapp*  and 
has  one  son,  William  Russell.  All  of  the  chil- 
dren with  the  exception  of  Robert  and  Eliza- 
beth live  in  Harrison  County,  Elizabeth  resid- 
ing at  New  Philadelphia  and  Robert  at  Canton. 
Mr.  McGill  belongs  to  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
while  Mrs.  McGill  is  a member  of  the  Baptist 
Church.  A capable  farmer  and  good  citizen 
Mr.  McGill  holds  the  respect  of  his  community. 

James  L.  Vickers.  The  Vickers  of  Franklin 
Township  are  farming  people,  and  their  well- 
cultivated  land  and  carefully-kept  premises 
prove  their  choice  was  a wise  one  when  they 
adopted  farming  for  their  life  work.  They  come 
of  agricultural  people,  and  inherit  their  love 
of  the  soil.  The  family  was  founded  in  Frank- 
lin Township  by  the  father  of  James  L.  Vickers, 
John  Vickers,  and  since  then  its  members  have 
been  connected  with  the  best  element  in  Harri- 
son County. 

John  Vickers  was  bora  in  England  in  1791. 
but  left  his  native  land  for  the  United  States 
where  he  hoped  to  secure  a farm  at  a nominal 
price.  The  young  man  made  his  way  across  the 
country  and  when  he  reached  Harrison  County 
be  was  satisfied  that  be  had  found  that  for 
which  he  was  looking,  cheap  land  in  a desirable 
locality.  He  entered  a farm,  and  in  due  proc- 
ess of  time  received  his  grant  to  it.  and  this 
document,  still  in  the  possession  of  the  family, 
is  signed  by  President  Andrew  Jackson.  John 
Vickers  was  a man  who  commanded  respect, 
and  he  won  the  confidence  of  his  fellow  citizens, 
and  by  them  was  held  in  high  esteem.  From 
the  time  that  he  entered  his  land  until  his 
death  which  occurred  many  years  afterward,  he 
continued  to  make  Franklin  Township  his  home. 

Twice  married,  the  family  name  of  his  first 
wife  was  Carnes,  and  she  bore  him  the  follow- 
ing family : Cornelius,  Mary  Ann,  Asenith,  Isaac 
and  Ruth.  After  her  death,  Mr.  Vickers  was 
married  second  to  Anna  Bridgeman,  born  in 
Franklin  Township,  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  a 
daughter  of  Philip  and  Sarah  (Carnes)  Bridge- 
man,  and  their  children  were:  John,  James  L. 
and  Thomas,  but  they  lost  Hie  youngest  when 
he  was  a little  child.  Bora  and  bred  in  the 
Quaker  faith,  Mr.  Vickers  adherred  to  it  for 
a number  of  years,  but  later  on  in  life  joined 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

James  L.  Vickers  went  to  the  district  schools 
of  Franklin  Township,  and  remained  at  home 
until  his  marriage,  which  occurred  August  29, 
1883,  when  he  was  united  with  Clarissa  M. 
Lukens,  a daughter  of  Eli  B.  and  Rebecca 
(Rose)  Lukens.  After  his  marriage  Mr. 
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Vickers  began  farming  on  his  own  account  in 
Franklin  Township,  and  with  the  exception  of 
one  year  when  he  was  engaged  in  the  poultry 
business  at  Deersvllle.  he  has  been  engaged  in 
farming  ever  since.  In  1890  he  moved  on  his 
present  farm  of  122  acres  on  which  he  has  built 
all  the  buildings  and  made  the  other  improve- 
ments. He  is  a general  farmer  and  stock- 
raiser  and  is  satisfied  with  the  results  of  his 
efforts. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Vickers  became  the  parents  of 
the  following  childrep : Anna  Rebecca,  who 
married  Arthur  A.  Mi  11  horn,  is  deceased;  Mary 
Hollis,  who  married  Jerry  Fowler,  lives  at  Jus- 
tice. Stark  County,  Ohio,  and  has  the  following 
children,  Lawrence  Wayne,  Audley  Austin,  Gal- 
litin  T.,  Marie  Catherine,  Erma  Etta,  Roy,  Helen 
Clarissa  and  Mildred;  Etta  Dell,  who  married 
John  William  Robison,  has  two  children, 
Rosella  and  James  D.  She  was  married  for 
her  second  husband  to  Harry  Wagstaff  and 
they  live  In  Monroe  Township,  Harrison  County. 
The  fourth  child  of  James  ii  Vickers  and  his 
wife  is  John  Eli,  who  married  Odessa  Kail  and 
their  children  are:  Clara  Bell,  Howard  C., 
James  Clark  and  Hazel  Maxine.  They  live  in 
Franklin  Township,  Harrison  County.  The 
youngest  in  the  Vickers  family  was  Zelma  Flor- 
ence, and  she  died  when  young.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Vickers  are  active  members  of  the  Christian 
Church  of  Tappen,  Ohio,  and  are  prominent  in 
church  circles  just  as  they  are  in  the  neighbor- 
hood where  they  have  lived  for  so  many  useful 
years. 

Alexander  G.  Osbuen  Is  an  honored  scion  of 
a representative  pioneer  family  that  was 
founded  in  Harrison  County  more  than  a cen- 
tury ago,  and  in  all  of  the  relations  of  life  he 
has  effectively  upheld  the  high  prestige  of  the 
name  which  he  bears.  He  was  born  in  Archer 
Township,  this  county,  April  10,  1857,  and  he 
is  now  numbered  among  the  progressive  and 
successful  exponents  of  agricultural  and  live- 
stock industry  in  Franklin  Township,  where  his 
activities  are  staged  on  the  fine  old  homestead 
farm  which  his  wife  received  as  a heritage  from 
her  father. 

The  lineage  of  the  Osburn  family  traces  back 
to  staunch  Scotch  origin.  His  European  ances- 
tors were  among  those  who.  in  the  early  days, 
left  their  native  Scotland  in  order  to  escape 
religious  intolerance  and  became  numbered 
among  the  large  number  of  co-religionists  from 
Scotland  who  settled  in  the  north  of  Ireland 
and  developed  the  strong  Presbyterian  element 
in  that  section  of  the  Emerald  Isle. 

Samuel  Osburn,  great-grandfather  of  Alexan- 
der G.  Osburn,  was  born  in  County  Derry,  Ire- 
land. and  there  was  solemnized  his  marriage  to 
Susanna  Garven,  their  children  having  been 
several  in  number.  In  the  seventeenth  century 
Samuel  Osburn  came  with  his  family  to  America 
and  settled  in  Westmoreland  County,  Pennsyl- 
vania, where  he  and  his  wife  passed  the  re- 
mainder of  their  lives  and  where  he  not  only 
aided  in  development  and  progress  but  also 
participated  in  the  early  conflicts  with  hostile 
Indians.  His  son  Alexander,  founder  of  the 
family  in  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  was  born  on 


the  14th  of  May,  1785,  and  became  identified 
with  pioneer  farm  enterprise  in  the  old  Key- 
stone State,  where,  on  the  10th  of  May,  1808, 
h€(  wedded  Miss  Mary  Barnes,  daughter  of 
James  and  Mary  Barnes,  who  had  come  to 
Pennsylvania  from  their  native  Ireland.  Alex- 
ander and  Mary  Osburn  became  the  parents  of 
six  children,  and  early  in  the  year  1816  the 
family  home  was  established  in  a pioneer  log 
cabin  on  an  unreclaimed  farm  in  Athens  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County,  Ohio.  Here  Alexander 
Osburn  girded  himself  for  the  herculean  task 
of  developing  a productive  farm  in  the  midst  of 
the  forest  wilds,  and  increasing  prosperity  at- 
tended his  labors  with  the  passing  years.  His 
devoted  wife  here  passed  away  January  5,  1824, 
aged  forty-three  years.  Later  he  married  Miss 
Martha  Rankin,  of  Washington  County,  Penn- 
sylvania, and  they  became  the  parents  of  one 
son  and  one  daughter.  In  1829  Alexander  Os- 
burn removed  to  the  farm  later  owned  by  his 
son,  Samuel,  in  Archer  Township,  and  there  he 
remained  until  his  death,  at  the  venerable  age 
of  eighty-two  years,  his  second  wife  having 
passed  away  December  25,  1848.  Mr.  Osburn 
was  a man  of  progressiveness  and  became  spe- 
cially successful  in  the  growing  of  sheep,  It 
being  a matter  of  record  that  he  introduced  on 
his  farm  the  first  flock  of  fine  sheep  in  Archer 
Township.  He  was  a whig  In  politics  and  was 
a most  zealous  and  influential  member  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Harrison  County.  He 
served  many  years  as  ruling  elder  in  the  church 
and  was  a delegate  to  the  Presbyterian  General 
Assembly  in  the  year  1846.  He  enlisted  for  ser- 
vice in  the  War  of  1812,  which,  however,  came 
to  a close  before  he  was  called  into  active  ser- 
vice. 

John  Osburn,  son  of  Alexander  and  Mary 
(Barnes)  Osburn,  was  born  In  Westmoreland 
County,  Pennsylvania,  on  the  31st  of  December, 
1815,  and  thus  was  an  infant  at  the  time  of  the 
family  removal  to  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  in 
the  following  year.  He  was  reared  under  the 
conditions  marking  the  early  pioneer  history  of 
this  county  and  as  a young  man  he  operated  an 
old-time  woolen  mill,  in  which  he  carded  wool 
and  also  did  some  weaving,  in  Archer  Town- 
ship. About  the  year  1852  he  established  his 
home  on  a farm  In  Archer  Township,  and  there 
he  continued  his  successful  association  with  agri- 
culture and  the  live-stock  business  during  the 
remainder  of  his  active  career.  He  lived  a 
godly  and  righteous  life,  earnest  in  good  works, 
and  be  remained  on  his  old  home  farm  until 
his  death.  July  16.  1903.  as  one  of  the  vener- 
able and  honored  pioneer  citizens  of  the  county. 
His  loved  and  devoted  wife  did  not  long  sur- 
vive him,  as  she  passed  to  the  life  eternal  on 
the  7th  day  of  January  of  the  following  year. 

In  the  year  1836  was  solemnized  the  marriage 
of  John  Osburn  to  Miss  Sarah  Amspoker,  • who 
was  born  in  Harrison  County  April  3,  1818.  a 
daughter  of  Samuel  Amspoker,  who  was  another 
of  the  sterling  pioneers  of  the  county.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Osburn  became  the  parents  of  ten  children : 
Emma,  Samuel  A.,  Mary,  Matthew,  Martha  M., 
Charles,  Susan  J.,  Gretta,  Alexander  G.  and 
John  J.  The  parents  were  most  earnest  and 
zealous  members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 
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Alexander  G.  Osbum  did  not  fall  to  profit 
fully  from  the  advantages  offered  by  the  district 
schools  of  Archer  Township,  and  for  many  years 
thereafter  he  continued  his  active  association 
with  the  work  and  management  of  the  old  home 
farm.  After  his  marriage,  in  the  year  1900, 
he  and  his  wife  established  their  residence  on 
their  present  fine  farm  in  Franklin  Township, 
the  same  having  been  inherited  by  Mrs.  Osbum, 
as  noted  in  the  opening  paragraph  of  this  re- 
view. Mr.  Osbum  has  had  thorough  experience 
in  all  practical  details  of  farm  industry  and 
is  recognized  as  one  of  the  progressive  and  sub- 
stantial exponents  of  agricultural  and  live-stock 
enterprise  in  his  native  county,  where  he  and 
his  wife  have  a circle  of  friends  that  is  limited 
only  by  that  of  their  acquaintances.  Both  are 
earnest  members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  at 
Deersville,  and  of  its  choir  Mr.  Osburn  has 
been  a valued  member  for  fully  twenty  years. 
He  has  an  excellent  bass  voice,  and  his  musical 
ability  is  further  attested  when  his  proficient 
manipulation  draws  dulcet  harmonies  from  the 
rare  and  finely  preserved  old  melodeon  which 
is  an  interesting  and  prized  antique  in  the  fam- 
ily home,  its  appearance  and  still  pleasing 
musical  response  recalling  memories  of  van- 
ished days. 

On  the  22d  of  February  1900,  was  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  Mr.  Osburn  to  Miss  Nora 
Howell,  who  likewise  was  bora  and  reared  in 
Harrison  County  and  who  is  a daughter  of 
James  and  Margaret  (Jamison)  Howell,  whose 
marriage  was  here  recorded  on  the  7th  of  De- 
cember, 1843.  * Mr.  Howell  was  bora  November 
2.  1818,  in  the  State  of  Maryland,  and  his  wife 
was  born  February  14,  1825,  a daughter  of  Wil- 
liam Jamison,  who  became  an  early  settler  in 
Harrison  County.  When  a young  man  James 
Howell  engaged  in  farm  enterprise  in  Stock 
Township,  Harrison  County,  whence  he  removed 
eight  years  later,  in  1851,  to  Franklin  Township 
and  established  his  residence  on  the  fine  old 
homestead  farm  now  representing  the  abiding 
place  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Osburn.  Here  Mr.  How- 
ell remained  until  his  death.  May  25,  1899,  and 
his  cherished  and  devoted  wife  passed  away  on 
the  12th  of  the  following  September,  their 
marital  companionship,  ideal  in  all  relations, 
having  covered  a period  of  more  than  half  a 
century.  Both  were  earnest  members  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church.  Of  their  children  the 
firstborn,  William  J.,  died  In  early  childhood; 
Mary  J.  died  at  the  age  of  eight  years;  Sarah 
Belle  died  In  1897;  and  Nora  (Mrs.  Osburn) 
and  Ardena  are  the  surviving  members  of  this 
honored  family.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Osburn  have  no 
children. 

Walter  A.  Holliday  is  a scion,  in  the  fourth 
generation,  of  a family  whose  name  has  been 
identified  with  the  annals  of  Harrison  County 
since  1815.  and  hei'e  he  is  well  maintaining  the 
prestige  of  the  name  which  he  bears — both  as 
a citizen  and  as  an  exponent  of  farm  Industry, 
of  which  his  great-great-grandfather,  Robert 
Holliday.  Sr.,  was  one  of  the  earliest  represen- 
tatives in  this  county.  The  lineage  Is  traced 
back  to  Arthur  Holliday,  who  was  a native  of 
Scotland  and  a member  of  one  of  the  Scottish 


families  that  removed  to  the  north  of  Ireland 
to  escape  religious  intolerance  in  their  native 
country.  Robert  Holliday,  Sr.,  son  of  Arthur, 
was  born  in  Ireland,  where  he  was  reared  to 
manhood  and  where  he  married  Rebecca  Ram- 
sey, five  of  their  nine  children  having  there 
been  born  and  two  of  them  having  died  there. 
The  other  four  were  bora  in  America,  and  the 
last  survivor  was  Mrs.  Nancy  Cooper,  who  was 
a resident  of  Henry  County,  Indiana,  at  the 
time  of  her  death.  In  1793  Robert  Holliday, 
Sr.,  came  with  his  family  to  America  and  es- 
tablished a home  in  Cumberland  County,  Penn- 
sylvania, whence  he  later  removed  to  Westmore- 
land County,  that  state.  In  1805  he  came  from 
the  latter  county  to  Ohio  and  became  a pioneer 
of  Jefferson  County,  where  he  remained  until 
1815,  when  he  came  to  what  is  now  the  western 
part  of  Harrison  County,  where  he  secured  land 
and.  with  the  aid  of  his  sons,  reclaimed  a farm 
from  the  forest  wilds,  besides  which  he  here 
followed  his  trade,  that  of  weaver,  and  found 
ready  demand  for  the  products  of  his  primitive 
loom.  He  was  a veritable  patriarch  at  the  time 
of  his  death,  In  1851,  when  ninety-three  years 
of  age.  his  wife  having  died  in  182(5. 

Robert  Holliday,  Jr.,  was  bora  in  Ireland, 
August  1,  1792,  and  thus  was  about  one  year 
old  at  the  time  of  the  family  immigration  to 
America,  in  1793.  He  was  reared  to  manhood 
on  the  pioneer  farm  in  Harrison  County  and 
remained  with  his  parents  until  he  was  twenty- 
five  years  of  age,  when  he  married  and  estab- 
lished a home  of  his  own,  on  the  same  tract 
of  land  that  had  here  been  secured  by  his  father. 
He  had  in  the  meanwhile  enlisted  for  service 
iu  the  War  of  1812,  but  was  not  called  into 
active  service.  March  25,  1817,  recorded  his 
marriage  to  Fannie  Melton,  who  was  bora  No- 
vember 22,  1795,  and  who  died  December  22, 
1818,  leaving  one  child,  Fannie  M.,  bora  on  the 
28th  of  the  preceding  month.  March  29,  1821, 
Mr.  Holliday  wedded  Miss  Eliza  White,  who 
was  born  December  25,  1800,  and  of  their  thir- 
teen children — seven  sons  and  six  daughters — 
eleven  attained  to  maturity,  ten  of  the  number 
having  married  and  reared  children  and  one  of 
the  sons  having  met  his  death  in  the  Civil  war, 
while  serving  as  an  officer  on  the  staff  of  Gen. 
William  T.  Sherman.  Robert  Holliday  re- 
mained on  his  farm  until  1830,  when  he  engaged 
in  the  general  merchandise  business  at  Freeport, 
where  also  he  conducted  a hotel.  There  he 
died  July  5,  1855,  and  his  widow  died  August 
16,  1872,  when  nearly  seventy-two  years  of  age, 
both  having  been  members  of  the  Calvinistic 
Baptist  Church  and  he  having  been  first  a demo- 
crat. later  a whig  and  finally  a republican  in 
r»olitIeal  allegiance. 

Eldred  G.  Holliday,  son  of  Robert  and  Eliza 
(White)  Holliday,  was  born  in  Freeport  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County,  January  19,  1822,  and 
received  the  advantages  of  the  pioneer  schools. 
When  a young  man  he  was  for  several  years 
engaged  in  the  work  of  the  trade  of  plasterer, 
in  Harrison  and  Belmont  counties,  and  in  1851 
he  established  his  residence  on  a farm  in  Moore- 
fleld  Township,  Harrison  County,  where  he  re- 
mained until  1883,  when  he  removed  to  Cadiz, 
bfit  still  retained  ownership  of  his  farm.  Jana- 
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ary  10.  1850,  recorded  his  marriage  to  Miss 
Mary  Cunningham,  daughter  of  John  and  Nancy 
(Sharp)  Cunningham  and  a granddaughter  of 
David  Cunningham,  who  came  from  Fayette 
County.  Pennsylvania,  and  settled  in  the  pres- 
ent Harrison  County.  Ohio,  in  1810.  They 
became  the  parents  of  five  sons  and  two  daugh- 
ters: John  became  a clergyman  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church ; Robert,  father  of  Walter  A.,  of 
this  review,  was  the  next  in  order  of  birth; 
George  became  a representative  farmer  of  Har- 
rison County;  David  became  a prominent  lawyer 
in  the  State  of  Kansas;  Thomas  E.,  a clergy- 
man of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  became 
a missionary  in  India;  and  the  daughters  were 
Laura  May  and  Nancy  Bell.  The  entire  family 
held  to  the  Presbyterian  faith.  Eldred  G.  Holli- 
day was  first  a whig  and  later  a republican, 
and  he  was  one  of  those  actively  concerned  in 
repelling  the  Ohio  raid  of  Gen.  John  Morgan 
in  the  period  of  the  Civil  war.  Both  he  and 
his  wife  were  venerable  in  years  at  the  time 
of  their  deaths. 

Robert  Holliday,  son  of  Eldred  G.  and  Mary 
(Cunningham)  Holliday,  was  born  and  reared 
in  Moorefleld  Township,  and  his  educational  ad- 
vantages were  those  of  the  common  schools  of 
the  locality  and  period.  As  a young  man  he 
gained  place  as  one  of  the  successful  farmers 
of  that  township,  where  he  continued  his  ac- 
tivities until  the  spring  of  1884,  when  he  went 
to  the  State  of  Kansas.  About  one  year  later 
he  returned  to  the  old  home  farm  upon  which 
he  was  born,  and  there  he  remained  until  the 
spring  of  1886,  and  then  he  came  to  the  old 
farm  in  Moorefleld  Township  and  remained  un- 
til 1901.  after  which  he  passed  a year  In  Co- 
lumbiana County.  He  then  returned  to  his 
former  farm  in  Moorefleld  Township,  and  there 
he  continued  its  management  until  the  spring 
of  1919,  since  which  time  he  has  lived  retired 
in  the  village  of  New  Athens.  His  first  wife, 
whose  maiden  name  was  Elizabeth  J.  Dunlap, 
passed  to  eternal  rest  on  the  7th  of  May,  1907. 
she  having  been  a devoted  adherent  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church,  of  which  Mr.  Holliday  like- 
wise is  an  active  member,  his  political  alleg- 
iance being  given  to  the  republican  party.  Of 
the  four  children  the  eldest  is  Chloe,  who  is 
the  wife  of  Dewitt  Scott,  of  Harrison  County; 
Walter  A.,  whose  name  Initiates  this  article, 
was  the  next  in  order  of  birth;  Flora  became 
the  wife  of  Bertram  Koonce  and  is  now  de- 
ceased: and  Eldred  is  engaged  in  the  practice 
of  medicine  at  Cambridge,  Ohio.  In  1910  the 
father  contracted  a second  marriage,  when  Mrs. 
Louisa  Kirkpatrick  became  his  wife. 

Walter  A.  Holliday  was  born  in  Moorefleld 
Township,  on  the  5th  of  December,  1879,  and 
his  early  education  was  obtained  in  the  district 
schools  of  Moorefleld.  Cadiz  and  Athens  Town- 
ships, and  in  the  public  schools  of  Cadiz,  the 
•ounty  seat.  As  a young  man  he  initiated  in- 
dependent farm  enterprise  In  Moorefleld  Town- 
ship, but  a year  later  he  removed  to  the  ances- 
tral Holliday  homestead  farm,  in  Cadiz  Town- 
ship. where  he  remained  until  November,  1919, 
when  he  returned  to  his  father’s  farm  in  Moore- 
fleld Township,  where  he  is  now  conducting  his 
successful  activities  as  an  agriculturist  and 


stock-grower.  He  and  his  wife  now  own  a well 
improved  farm  of  167  acres  in  Cadiz  Township, 
but  the  title  to  the  place  on  which  they  now 
maintain  their  home  is  still  vested  in  his  father. 
He  is  one  of  the  loyal  supporters  of  the  cause 
of  the  republican  party  and  both  he  and  his 
wife  hold  membership  in  the  Nottingham  Pres- 
byterian Church. 

On  the  14th  of  February,  1911,  was  solemn- 
ized the  marriage  of  Mr.  Holliday  to  Miss  Mary 
J.  Smith,  who  was  born  in  County  Tyrone.  Ire- 
land, a daughter  of  Walter  and  Christina  (Bar- 
ton) Smith.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Holliday  have  six 
children — John  C.,  Laura  May,  Helen  Elizabeth. 
Alfred  Wayne.  Margaret  Virginia  and  Robert  S. 

As  a matter  of  historic  interest,  it  is  worthy 
of  record  that  representatives  of  the  Holliday 
family  were  the  first  to  bring  sheep  into  Harri- 
son County.  The  original  flock  comprised 
twelve  or  fifteen  head,  and  each  night  they  had 
to  be  placed  in  an  enclosure,  to  guard  them  from 
depredations  by  wolves,  besides  which  it  was 
frequently  necessary  to  maintain  guard  with 
rifles  when  the  prowling  wolves  were  particu- 
larly Insistent  in  their  sanguinary  intentions. 

Samuel  A.  Gunning.  A visit  through  the 
rich  agricultural  sections  of  Ohio  and  acquaint- 
ance with  the  leading  farmers  of  such  localities 
as  Harrison  County  is  an  interesting  experience. 
It  proves  that  careful  old-time  cultivation  of 
the  soil  Is  still  a great  and  prosperous  industry 
and  that  the  quiet,  busy  owners  of  the  hun- 
dreds of  productive  acres  are  men  of  high  In- 
telligence, well  equipped  to  carry  on  their  enter- 
prises in  a progressive  way.  One  of  these  prac- 
tical and  enterprising  farmers  is  found  in  Sam- 
uel A.  Gunning,  whose  splendid  farm  of  265 
acres,  lies  in  Washington  Township,  Harrison 
County. 

Samuel  A.  Gunning  belongs  to  an  old  and  sub- 
stantial pioneer  family  of  Harrison  County  that 
was  established  in  Franklin  Township  by  his 
grandfather,  Alexander  Gunning,  who  was  born 
In  Pennsylvania.  He  married  a member  of  the 
McGill  family  and  they  came  to  Harrison 
County,  lived  as  farmers  in  Franklin  Town- 
ship and  reared  the  following  children:  John, 
Thomas,  Martha.  Nancy  and  Jane.  They  were 
worthy  people  and  assisted  in  founding  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church  In  their  section. 

John  Gunning,  father  of  Samuel  A.,  was  born 
in  Franklin  Township.  Harrison  County,  and 
spent  his  life  there  as  a general  farmer  and 
died  August  14,  1901.  He  married  Elizabeth 
Boyd,  who  was  born  in  Coshocton  County, 
Ohio,  and  died  May  11,  1919.  Her  parents  were 
Samuel  and  Nancy  Boyd,  both  of  whom  were 
born  in  Ireland,  came  early  to  Ohio  and  were 
members  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Boyd  had  children  as  follows: 
Samuel.  Robert.  William,  Allen,  David,  Sarah, 
Agnes,  Martha,  Mary,  Alice  and  Elizabeth. 
Five  children  were  born  to  John  and  Elizabeth 
Gunning,  as  follows:  Nancy  Jane,  who  died  in 
October,  1911.  was  the  wife  of  Simeon  Rose; 
Samuel  A.,  who  is  a representative  citizen  of 
Washington  Township;  Allen  S.,  who  lives  in 
Franklin  Township;  Thomas  W.,  who  lives  at 
Beach  City,  Stark  County,  Ohio;  and  Mattie 
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Alice,  who  Is  the  wife  of  Frank  Knisley,  of 
Philadelphia,  Ohio.  The  parents  of  the  above 
family  were  faithful  members  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church. 

Samuel  A.  Gunning  was  born  in  Franklin 
Township,  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  April  9,  1874, 
and  obtained  his  education  in  the  Brownsville 
Public  School.  He  grew  up  on  the  farm,  where 
his  training  was  thorough  and  practical,  and 
remained  in  his  native  township  as  a farmer 
until  his  marriage,  which  took  place  on  March 
8,  1900,  when  he  was  united  to  Miss  Bertha 
Irwin,  daughter  of  Oscar  and  Emma  (Riley) 
Irwin,  and  granddaughter  of  Ninian  and  Sarah 
Ann  (Carpenter)  Irwin,  who  came  to  Franklin 
Township,  Harrison  County,  among  the  eaVly 
settlers.  The  Irwins  have  all  belonged  to  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  In  the  grandfa- 
ther’s family  there  were  five  children,  namely: 
Oscar,  Albert,  Mary,  Alice  and  Demaris. 

Oscar  Irwin,  father  of  Mrs.  Gunning,  was 
born  in  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  and  Is  a lead- 
ing citizen  and  substantial  farmer  In  Franklin 
Township.  He  married  Emma  Riley,  who  was 
also  born  In  Harrison  County.  Ohio,  daughter 
of  John  and  Catherine  (Suddett)  Riley,  and 
they  have  the  following  children : Bertha, 

Charles  D.,  George  August,  Iona  Maud  and 
Jesse  H. 

Since  their  marriage  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Gunning 
have  lived  on  Mr.  Gunning’s  farm  in  Washing- 
ton Township.  It  is  a fine  property,  well  situ- 
ated and  well  watered,  and  Mr.  Gunning  is  suc- 
cessfully carrying  on  general  farming  and  stock- 
raising.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Gunning  have  one  son, 
Noble  Edmond,  who  was  born  June  26,  1906, 
and  is  attending  school.  The  family  belongs  to 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  at  Westchester. 
Mr.  Gunning  has  never  been  very  active  in  poli- 
tics, but  he  is  a thoughtful  and  well  Informed 
citizen,  and  casts  his  vote  intelligently.  He  be- 
longs to  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias,  attend- 
ing the  Lodge  at  Tippecanoe,  and  In  that  order 
as  in  other  connections  with  his  fellow  citizens 
he  Is  held  In  respect  and  esteem. 

Gex>rge  H.  Johnston  made  in  earlier  years  an 
excellent  record  in  connection  with  productive 
farm  industry  in  his  native  county,  but  he  has 
found  his  potentiality  equally  effective  In  the 
lumber  business,  in  which  he  has  been  success- 
fully established  at  Bowerston,  Harrison  Coun- 
ty. since  1905. 

George  Harry  Johnston  was  born  in  Monroe 
Township,  within  whose  borders  the  Village  of 
Bowerston  is  situated,  and  the  date  of  his  na- 
tivity was  July  26,  1868.  He  is  a son  of  Joseph 
E.  and  Hannah  S.  (Smith)  Johnston,  both  like- 
wise natives  of  Harrison  County,  where  the 
names  of  both  families  have  been  prominently 
identified  with  civic  and  industrial  affairs  since 
the  pioneer  days.  Joseph  E.  Johnston  was  born 
in  Monroe  Township,  August  11,  1832,  and  the 
place  of  his  birth  was  a log  cabin  of  the  char- 
acteristic pioneer  type.  His  father.  Samuel  R. 
Johnston,  was  born  at  Baltimore.  Maryland,  De- 
cember 3.  179S.  of  Irish  parentage,  and  Samuel 
R.  was  a child  when  he  accompanied  his 
widowed  mother  to  Charleston.  South  Carolina, 
where  he  was  reared  to  manhood  and  gained  his 


initial  business  experience.  In  1824  he  came  to 
Harrison  County,  Ohio,  and  purchased  a tract 
of  land  in  Monroe  Township.  Here  he  even- 
tually reclaimed  a productive  farm  from  the 
forest  wilds,  and  he  was  one  of  the  venerable 
and  highly  honored  pioneer  citizens  of  the 
county  at  the  time  of  his  death.  November  10. 
1883.  Of  him  the  following  consistent  estimate 
has  been  written:  “He  was  an  exemplary  man, 
quiet  and  unassuming,  reserved  and  dignified, 
firm  and  unwavering  in  his  opinions.  His  re- 
ligious belief  was  free  thought,  the  universal 
brotherhood  of  mankind,  and  his  precept  the 
Golden  Rule,  guided  by  reason.  His  integrity 
was  like  his  character,  unimpeachable,  and  in 
his  daily  life  among  his  fellow  men  he  never 
suffered  himself  to  lapse  from  his  chosen  stand- 
ard. He  was  a man  of  more  than  ordinary 
attainments  and  education,  and  became  a deep 
thinker,  a close  observer  and  a careful 
reasoner.” 

Samuel  R.  Johnston  commanded  unqualified 
respect  and  confidence  and  was  a leader  in  com- 
munity thought  and  action.  He  served  in  vari- 
ous local  offices,  including  those  of  township 
trustee  and  clerk,  was  a staunch  democrat  and 
was  significantly  generous,  loyal,  liberal  and 
public-spirited. 

July  20.  1826,  recorded  the  marriage  of  Sam- 
uel R.  Johnston  to  Miss  Rebecca  Barnhill,  who 
was  born  and  reared  in  Harrison  County,  where 
her  parents,  William  and  Mary  Barnhill,  natives 
of  Ireland,  settled  in  the  pioneer  days,  the  re- 
mainder of  their  lives  having  been  passed  in 
Monroe  Township.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Johnston  be- 
came the  parents  of  three  sons  and  eight 
daughters,  and  those  who  lived  to  mature  years 
were:  William  B.,  Mary  (Mrs.  Joseph  McKel- 
veen).  Joseph  E.,  Margaret  (Mrs.  Jacob  Nor- 
rick).  Rebecca  (Mrs.  Simeon  Smith),  Eliza- 
beth (Mrs.  Daniel  Smith),  Cecelia  (Mrs.  Jona- 
than Manbeck).  The  loved  wife  and  mother 
died  August  23,  1873,  and  Mr.  Johnston  survived 
her  by  ten  years,  his  death  occurring  in  1883, 
as  previously  noted  in  this  context. 

Joseph  E.  Johnston  owned  the  old  homestead 
farm  on  which  he  was  born  and  reared,  and 
there  he  continued  to  reside  until  1907.  when 
he  retired  from  the  arduous  labors  that  hod 
long  been  his  portion  in  connection  with  farm 
industry  and  removed  to  the  Village  of  Bowers- 
ton, where  his  death  occurred  August  4.  1914, 
and  where  his  widow  still  maintains  her  home. 
Mr.  Johnston  gained  his  youthful  education  in 
the  pioneer  schools  and  passed  his  entire  life 
in  Harrison  County,  with  the  exception  of  four 
years  devoted  to  pioneer  farm  enterprise  in 
Iowa,  to  which  state  he  removed  in  1855. 
Thereafter  he  remained  with  his  pa  rents  until 
their  death,  except  for  the  period  of  his  loyal 
service  in  defense  of  the  Union  at  the  time  of 
the  Civil  war.  In  186^  he  enlisted  in  Company 
B.  One  Hundred  and  Seventieth  Ohio  National 
Guard,  in  which  he  was  commissioned  sergeant 
of  his  company,  and  with  which  he  participated 
in  engagements  at  Snicker’s  Gap.  Harper’s 
Ferry  and  Winchester.  After  receiving  his  hon- 
orable discharge  he  returned  to  the  home  farm, 
and  oil  the  26tli  of  January,  1875.  he  married 
Miss  Hannah  S.  Smith,  who  was  bom  near 
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Laceyville,  Harrison  County,  a daughter  of  the 
late  William  P.  Smith,  a sterling  pioneer  of 
the  county.  In  addition  to  the  old  home  place, 
of  153  acres,  Mr.  Johnston  owned  a farm  of 
eighty-three  acres  in  North  Township.  He 
served  nine  years  as  justice  of  the  peace,  was 
a democrat  in  politics,  was  called  upon  to  serve 
also  as  township  trustee,  and  was  a valued  mem- 
ber of  R.  M.  Lyon  Post,  No.  406,  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic,  at  Bowerston.  He  had  deep 
reverence  for  the  verities  of  various  religions, 
but,  like  his  father,  was  a free-thinker  and  ad- 
nered  to  no  religious  dogmas.  Of  the  four  chil- 
dren the  eldest  is  Melvin  S.,  who  resides  in  the 
City  of  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania,  the  maiden 
name  of  his  wife  having  been  Eyler  Eurilla 
and  their  one  child  being  a daughter,  Hannah 
Grace.  George  Harry  was  the  next  in  order  of 
birth.  Anna  N.  is  the  wife  of  Robert  H. 
McGuire,  of  Harrison  County,  and  they  have 
three  children — Nina  Dean  (Mrs.  Eugene 
Bowers),  Verne  and  Samuel.  Samuel  R.,  the 
youngest  of  the  four  children,  is  individually 
mentioned  on  other  pages  of  this  volume. 

George  Harry  Johnston  made  good  use  of  the 
advantages  offered  in  the  district  schools  of 
Monroe  Township  and  thereafter  continued  his 
alliance  with  the  vigorous  activities  of  the  home 
farm  until  his  marriage,  August  15,  1895,  to 
Miss  Jessie  M.  Betts,  daughter  of  Brice  E.  and 
Isabelle  Betts,  of  Monroe  Township.  After  his 
marriage.  Mr.  Johnston  engaged  in  independent 
farm  enterprise  in  North  Township,  where  he 
continued  his  successful  enterprise  as  an  agri- 
culturist and  stock-grower  until  1903,  when  he 
established  his  residence  in  the  Village  of  Bow- 
erston. Here  he  followed  the  carpenter’s  trade 
for  the  first  two  years,  and  then,  in  1905,  he 
here  engaged  In  the  lumber  business,  with  which 
he  has  since  been  actively  identified  and  In 
which  he  has  developed  a prosperous  enterprise 
in  the  handling  of  all  requisite  types  of  lumber 
and  building  materials.  He  is  a democrat  In 
political  adherency.  served  for  a number  of 
terms  as  clerk  of  Monroe  Township,  is  a mem- 
ber of  the  Bowerston  Lodge  of  Knights  of 
Pythias,  and  vice  president  of  The  Tope  School 
of  Phrenology.  In  religion  he  is  a free-thinker, 
being  a member  of  the  Columbus  Rationalist  So- 
ciety of  Columbus,  Ohio.  He  and  his  wife  are 
popular  factors  in  the  representative  social  life 
of  Bowerston.  They  have  no  children. 

Samuel  R.  Johnston,  youngest  son  of  the 
late  Joseph  E.  Johnston,  resides  upon  and  has 
the  active  management  of  the  fine  old  home- 
stead farm  which  was  the  place  of  his  birth,  in 
Monroe  Township,  Harrison  County,  and  of  the 
honored  pioneer  family  of  which  he  Is  a popular 
representative  adequate  data  are  given  on  other 
pages,  in  the  personal  sketch  of  his  older 
brother.  George  Harry  Johnston,  of  Bowerston. 

Samuel  R.  Johnston  was  born  on  his  present 
farm,  October  7,  1875,  and  the  educational  ad- 
vantages which  were  his  In  his  youth  were  those 
of  the  district  schools  of  Monroe  Township  and 
the  Bowerston  High  School,  in  which  he  was 
graduated  as  a member  of  the  class  of  1896. 
Later  he  completed  a course  In  the  Duff  Mer- 
cantile College,  in  the  City  of  Pittsburgh,  Penn- 


sylvania. This  practical  business  course  did 
not,  however,  cause  him  to  withdraw  his  alleg- 
iance to  the  great  basic  Industries  under  whose 
Influence  he  had  been  reared,  and  he  remained 
on  the  old  home  farm  for  three  years  after  his 
marriage,  In  the  autumn  of  1899.  He  then  pur- 
chased a farm  about  one-half  mile  distant  from 
the  old  family  homestead,  and  after  residing  on 
the  place  four  years  he  returned  to  his  father’s 
farm,  which  comprises  153  acres  and  which  has 
been  in  the  possession  of  the  family  since  the 
pioneer  days.  Here  he  is  a rigorous  and  suc- 
cessful exponent  of  modern  agricultural  and 
live-stock  enterprise,  In  connection  with  which, 
as  well  as  in  loyal  and  liberal  citizenship,  he 
is  well  upholding  the  honors  of  the  family 
name.  He  takes  lively  interest  in  community 
affairs  and  gave  four  years  of  effective  service 
as  a member  of  the  Board  of  Education  of 
Monroe  Township,  his  political  allegiance  being 
accorded  to  the  democratic  party. 

October  12,  1899,  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Johnston  to  Miss  Sadie  B.  Thompson, 
daughter  of  Andrew  J.  and  Elizabeth  (Betts) 
Thompson,  of  Monroe  Township,  and  the  two 
children  of  this  union  are  Sadie  Revelle,  who 
married  Roy  C.  Baker,  of  Monroe  Township, 
Harrison  County,  and  Joseph  Andrew. 

Samuel  S.  Betts  w*ns  born  in  Monroe  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County.  September  17,  1861,  and 
is  a scion  of  a sterling  pioneer  family  of  east- 
ern Ohio.  The  genealogy  is  traced  back  to 
staunch  German  origin  and  representatives  of 
the  name  settled  in  Pennsylvania  prior  to  the 
war  of  the  Revolution.  In  the  old  Keystone 
state  Adam  Betts  was  born  and  reared,  and  In 
1802  he  came  from  Reading,  that  state,  to  the 
wilds  of  Jefferson  County.  Ohio,  where  he  pur- 
chased Government  land  and  reclaimed  a farm 
from  the  forest.  There  he  passed  the  re- 
mainder of  his  life,  and  records  show  that  he 
was  a man  of  superior  intellectuality  and  abil- 
ity. He  retained  at  the  time  of  his  removal  to 
Ohio  the  original  orthography  of  the  family 
name,  Betz,  and  the  name  is  thus  entered  on 
the  patent  to  the  land  which  he  obtained  in 
Jefferson  County,  this  deed  bearing  the  signa- 
ture of  President  Madison  and  being  preserved 
as  a family  heirloom  of  historic  interest  and 
value.  Adam  Betts  was  twice  married,  three 
children  having  been  born  of  the  first  marriage 
and  nine  of  the  second.  William,  eldest  child 
of  the  second  marriage,  was  born  at  Reading, 
Pennsylvania.  October  9,  1787,  and  was  thus 
about  fifteen  years  old  at  the  time  of  the  family 
immigration  to  Ohio.  He  was  reared  to  man- 
hood on  the  frontier  farm  in  Jefferson  County, 
where  he  married  Miss  Elizabeth  Vlers,  who 
was  born  and  reared  in  that  county.  He  and 
his  brother  George  served  as  soldiers  in  the 
War  of  1812,  and  he  continued  as  a farmer  in 
Jefferson  County  until  his  death,  which;  oc- 
curred in  April,  1883,  his  wife  having  passed 
away  in  1862.  They  became  the  parents  of 
two  sons  and  five  daughters:  Rebecca  (Mrs. 
William  Powell),  Eliza  (Mrs.  William  H.  Bar- 
rett), Permelia  (Mrs.  Samuel  Scott),  Margaret 
(Mrs.  John  Dunlap),  Brice  E.  (father  of  Sam- 
uel S ) , McCourtney,  and  Lucinda  (Mrs.  George 
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M.  Gault).  The  parents  were  active  members 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

Brice  E.  Betts  was  born  on  the  old  homestead 
farm  in  Jefferson  County,  where,  in  the  little 
log  house  of  the  true  pioneer  type,  he  made  his 
initial  appearance  June  13,  1824.  He  received 
his  quota  of  opportunity  in  connection  with  the 
subscription  schools  maintained  by  the  early 
settlers  of  the  locality  and  that  he  improved 
these  advantages  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  as 
a youth  he  became  a successful  teacher  in  the 
rural  schools.  In  1846  he  engaged  in  business 
as  a general  merchant  at  Salem,  Jefferson 
County,  where  he  remained  until  1856.  when 
he  went  to  Missouri  and  purchased  land,  but 
the  outbreak  of  the  Civil  war  caused  him  to 
change  his  plan  of  removing  with  his  family 
to  that  state.  He  accordingly  resumed  his  asso- 
ciation with  mercantile  business  at  Salem,  but 
in  the  autumn  of  1860  he  sold  his  interest  in 
this  general  store  and  the  spring  of  1861  marked 
his  removal  to  Monroe  Township,  Harrison 
County,  where  he  purchased  the  farm  on  which 
he  continued  to  reside  until  1864,  his  death  hav- 
ing occurred  February  20.  1604.  and  his  widow 
passing  away  on  the  24th  of  March,  1609.  In 
May,  1864,  Mr.  Betts  enlisted  in  Company  B. 
One  Hundred  and  Seventieth  Ohio  State  Guards, 
with  which  he  served  in  the  Potomac  and  Shen- 
andoah Valleys  of  Virginia  and  took  part  In 
various  engagements,  including  the  battles  of 
Snicker’s  Gap,  Harper’s  Ferry,  Winchester  and 
Maryland  Heights.  He  received  his  honorable 
discharge,  in  the  City  of  Columbus,  Ohio,  Sep- 
tember 21,  1864.  He  was  a still  wart  advocate 
of  the  principles  of  the  republican  party,  and 
in  Monroe  Township  he  was  called  upon  to 
serve  as  township  trustee  and  member  of  the 
School  Board,  besides  which  he  held  for  twelve 
years  the  office  of  justice  of  the  peace.  He  be- 
came the  owner  of  a valuable  farm  property  of 
260  acres  and  was  a leader  in  community  senti- 
ment and  action,  with  secure  place  in  the  esteem 
and  confidence  of  all  who  knew  him. 

September  26,  1846.  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Brice  E.  Betts  to  Miss  Isabel  N.  Guy.  who  was 
born  in  Wheeling,  West  Virginia,  March  19, 
1829,  a daughter  of  Robert  and  Sarah  Ann 
(Clarke)  Guy,  the  former  a native  of  Pennsyl- 
vania and  the  latter  of  Ireland,  she  having 
come  with  her  parents  to  America  in  1810  and 
her  marriage  having  occurred  in  the  following 
year.  Robert  Guy  was  a brass  founder  by 
trade  and  vocation,  and  finally  removed  with 
his  family  from  Pittsburgh.  Pennsylvania,  to 
Wheeling,  West  Virginia,  where  he  followed  the 
work  of  his  trade,  in  an  independent  way,  until 
his  death  in  June,  1864,  his  wife  having  died 
April  10.  1843.  They  had  four  children,  James. 
Margaret,  Isabel  and  Robert,  Jr.,  all  of  whom 
are  deceased.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Brice  E.  Betts 
were  active  members  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church.  They  became  the  parents  of  nine  chil- 
dren, of  whom  three  died  in  early  childhood: 
Elizabeth  A.  became  the  wife  of  Andrew  Thomp- 
son, of  Monroe  Township,  and  is  now  deceased : 
William  L.,  who  was  a representative  farmer  of 
Monroe  Township  at  the  time  of  his  death,  mar- 
ried Samantha  Conaway  and  they  became  the 
parents  of  four  children — Myrtle,  Isabel,  Harry 


and  Margaret:  Eliza  M.  is  the  wife  of  John 
Turney,  of  North  Township,  Harrison  County; 
George  is  a farmer  in  Stock  Township,  this 
county ; Samuel  S.  is  the  subject  of  this  review ; 
and  Jessie  M.  is  the  wife  of  George  H.  Johnston, 
of  Bowerston,  Ohio. 

The  school  in  District  No.  1,  Monroe  Town- 
ship, afforded  to  Samuel  S.  Betts  his  early  edu- 
cation, and  he  thereafter  continued  his  active 
association  with  the  affairs  of  the  home  farm 
until  his  marriage,  on  the  2d  of  September, 
1864,  to  Miss  Lora  E.  Fisher,  daughter  of  James 
and  Martha  (Hendricks)  Fisher,  of  North 
Township.  After  his  marriage  Mr.  Betts  as- 
sumed the  active  management  of  the  old  home 
farm,  his  parents  having  at  this  time  removed 
to  the  Village  of  Bowerston,  where  they  re- 
mained until  their  deaths.  Mr.  Betts  is  one 
of  the  resourceful  and  successful  exponents  of 
farm  industry  in  his  native  county  and  his 
farm  estate  comprises  166  acres.  He  is  a re- 
publican in  political  allegiance,  is  a member 
of  the  Baptist  Church  at  Beaver,  and  his  wife 
was  a member  of  the  United  Brethren  Church. 
In  the  faith  of  which  she  was  reared,  her  death 
having  occurred  on  the  4th  of  February,  1916. 
Of  the  children  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Betts  the  first- 
born. Guy  H..  died  at  the  age  of  four  years: 
Nellie  M.  and  Mabel  L.  are  successful  and  popu- 
lar teachers  in  the  public  schools  of  Harrison 
County;  Ralph  E.  and  Wayne  F.  remain  at  the 
paternal  home;  Ruba  F.  and  Rhoda  F.  are  stu- 
dents in  the  Bowerston  High  School;  and  Ross 
C.  and  Martha  I.  are  the  youngest  members  of 
the  home  circle. 

William  L.  Rowland  has  shown  naught  of 
indirection  or  faltering  in  connection  with  his 
vigorous  enterprise  as  an  agriculturist  and 
stock-grower  in  his  native  county,  and  his  well 
improved  farm,  of  105  acres,  in  Freeport  Town- 
ship, gives  the  patent  evidences  of  thrift  and 
good  management  that  mark  him  as  one  of  the 
successful  farmers  of  Harrison  County. 

Mr.  Rowland  was  born  in  Nottingham  Town- 
ship, this  county,  on  the  25th  of  August.  1850. 
and  is  a son  of  the  late  Philip  Rowland,  whose 
death  occurred  May  13,  1614.  Philip  Rowland 
was  born  in  Nottingham  Township  on  the  25th 
of  May,  1825,  a date  that  denotes  that  the  fam- 
ily was  founded  in  Harrison  County  in  the  pio- 
neer period  of  its  history.  John  and  Rachel 
(Engle)  Rowland,  grandparents  of  Philip,  were 
born  and  reared  in  Maryland,  where  their  mar- 
riage occurred  and  whence  they  soon  afterward 
removed  to  that  part  of  Virginia  now  constitut- 
ing the  state  of  West  Virginia.  There  they  re- 
mained until  1801,  when  the  husband  and  fa- 
ther set  forth  on  a prospecting  journey  into 
Ohio.  He  came  to  what  is  now  Harrison  County 
and  selected  a tract  of  wild  land  in  Moorefield 
Township  as  now  constituted.  He  then  returned 
for  his  family,  who  accompanied  him  on  the 
eventful  overland  trip  through  the  wilderness 
to  the  new  home,  transportation  having  been 
by  a team  and  covered  wagon  and  many  hard- 
ships having  been  endured  on  the  joumey.  On 
one  occasion  the  wagon  was  overturned  while 
crossing  a river,  and  members  of  the  family 
narrowly  escaped  drowning.  Arriving  a*  their 
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destination  the  members  of  the  family  took 
possession  of  the  little  log  house  that  had  been 
•erected  for  them.  Here  John  Howland,  a true 
frontiersman  and  resourceful  pioneer,  reclaimed 
a goodly  portion  of  his  land  and  here  he  re- 
mained until  his  death,  in  1848,  at  the  patri- 
archal age  of  ninety-three  years,  his  widow  sur- 
viving him  but  a short  time.  Their  children 
were:  William,  James,  Mary,  Levi.  Betsy, 

John.  Cyrus  and  Rebecca.  John  Rowland, 
founder  of  the  family  in  Harrison  County,  has 
served  as  a soldier  with  the  patriot  forces  in 
the  war  of  the  Revolution,  and  after  its  close 
he  served  three  years  as  a government  Indian 
spy,  along  the  Ohio  and  Muskingum  rivers.  In 
this  hazardous  frontier  service  he  encountered 
many  dangers  and  hardships,  including  those 
incidental  to  suppressing  invasions  on  the  part 
of  hostile  Indians. 

William  Rowland,  son  of  John  and  grand- 
father of  William  L.,  had  his  full  share  of  ex- 
perience in  connection  with  the  development  of 
the  frontier  farm,  his  birth  having  occurred  in 
Maryland  and  he  having  been  a boy  at  the  time 
of  the  family  removal  to  Ohio.  After  his  mar- 
riage to  Jane  Fulton,  daughter  of  Philip  Ful- 
ton. another  sterling  pioneer  of  Harrisqn 
County,  he  settled  on  a farm  in  Nottingham 
Township,  and  there  he  and  his  wife  passed  the 
remainder  of  their  earnest,  worthy  and  useful 
lives,  secure  in  the  respect  of  all  who  knew 
them.  They  became  the  parents  of  the  follow- 
ing children:  John.  Levi,  Philip,  James,  Sarah. 
Rachel.  William.  Hannah,  Rachel,  Mary  (Mrs. 
Elihu  Petty),  and  Alexander.  All  of  the  chil- 
dren are  now  deceased. 

Philip  Rowland  was  reared  in  Nottingham 
Township,  where  he  received  the  advantages  of 
the  common  schools  of  the  period,  and  in  that 
township  he  was  associated  with  farm  industry 
until  1861,  when  he  removed  to  Freeport  Town- 
ship. where  he  became  the  owner  of  a valuable 
farm  of  250  acres,  about  two  miles  distant 
from  the  village  of  Freeport.  Here  he  remained, 
one  of  the  substantial  and  honored  citizens  of 
his  native  county,  until  his  death,  on  the  13th 
of  May,  1914,  his  first  wife  having  passed  away 
in  1893.  In  August.  1847,  was  solemnized  the 
marriage  of  Philip  Rowland  to  Miss  Piety  Ann 
Ford,  daughter  of  Lewis  and  Ann  Ford,  and  she 
passed  to  the  life  eternal  in  1865.  Of  this 
union  were  born  six  children — William  L.,  Em- 
ily J..  Siemens.  Rebecca.  Arizona  and  John 
Newton.  Of  the  number  William  L.  and  Siem- 
ens are  the  only  survivors.  For  his  second  wife 
Philip  Rowland  married  Julia,  daughter  of  Ben- 
jamin and  Myrtilla  Hart,  of  Harrison  County, 
and  she  lives  in  Freeport.  Five  children  were 
born  of  this  marriage — Benjamin.  George,  Myr- 
tle. Philip,  Jr.,  and  Burton.  Mr.  Rowland  was 
a staunch  supporter  of  the  prohibition  party 
for  a time  but  always  a republican.  He  and 
the  members  of  his  family  held  the  faith  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

William  L.  Rowland  acquired. his  early  educa- 
tion in  the  district  schools  of  Nottingham  and 
Freeport  Township,  and  he  continued  his  ac- 
tive association  with  the  work  of  his  father’s 
farm  until  his  marriage,  August  5,  1880,  since 
which  time  he  has  resided  continuously  on  his 


present  farm,  upon  which  he  has  made  good 
improvements  of  a permanent  order,  besides 
keeping  the  place  up  to  high  standard  in  every 
way.  His  political  allegiance  is  given  to  the 
republican  party,  and  he  and  his  wife  hold 
membership  in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
at  Freeport. 

On  the  5th  of  August.  1880,  was  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  Mr.  Rowland  to  Miss  Clara  V. 
McCave.  who  likewise  was  born  and  reared  in 
Harrison  County  and  who  is  a daughter  of  Levi 
and  Delilah  (Martin)  McCave.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Rowland  have  six  children : Charles  O.,  a 

prosperous  farmer  in  Moorefleld  Township,  mar- 
ried Miss  Odessa  Baker  and  they  have  six  chil- 
dren— Florence.  Lucille,  Denver.  Vivian,  and 
Leona  and  Iona,  twins.  Oliver  F.,  a representa- 
tive young  lawyer  at  Athens,  judicial  center  of 
the  Ohio  county  of  the  same  name,  married 
Miss  Louise  Wooley.  and  their  one  child  is  Don 
Edwin.  Roy  D..  who  is  now  a resident  of 
Guernsey  County,  married  Miss  Winifred 
Golden  and  they  have  three  children — Clara, 
Granville  and  Mildred.  Minnie  May  is  the  wife 
of  Forrest  L.  Perkins,  of  Wheeling.  West  Vir- 
ginia. and  they  have  two  children — Rodney  L. 
and  Dorothy  Ilene.  Bryce  Martin,  whose  rec- 
ord in  connection  with  service  in  the  World  war 
will  be  more  definitely  mentioned  in  an  append- 
ing paragraph,  is  a student  in  Valparaiso  Uni- 
versity. at  Valparaiso.  Indiana,  and  in  the  same 
institution  his  younger  brother.  Halley  H.,  is  a 
student  in  the  law  department. 

Bryce  Martin  Rowland  entered  the  nation’s 
military  sendee  April  1,  1918,  and  at  Camp 
Sherman  he  soon  won  promotion  to  the  office  of 
corporal  of  Company  K,  Three  Hundred  and 
Twenty-Ninth  Infantry,  which  became  a part  of 
the  Eighty-Fourth  Division.  Early  in  July, 
1918,  he  sailed  with  his  command  for  France, 
and  while  the  regiment  was  there  stationed  at 
Le  Mans  he  was  promoted  to  sergeant  and  as- 
signed to  the  headquarters  company  of  another 
regiment.  He  remained  In  service  at  LeMans 
until  he  was  given  the  privilege  of  entering  the 
University  of  Montpelier.  France,  where  he  con- 
tinued his  studies  about  three  months.  He  then 
returned  to  his  native  land  and  shortly  after 
his  arrival  in  July.  1919.  he  received  his  honor- 
able discharge,  at  Camp  Sherman. 

Jesse  Marshall,  who  for  many  years  has 
been  well  known  in  business  and  the  public  life 
of  Carroll  County,  was  born  in  Washington 
Township,  October  14,  1853. 

This  branch  of  the  Marshall  family  lives  for 
several  generations  in  West  Virginia.  His 
grandfather  Joshua  Marshall  came  from  West 
Virginia  to  Carroll  County  at  a very  early  day, 
spending  the  rest  of  his  active  life  on  a farm  in 
Washington  Township.  Eli  Marshall,  father  of 
Jesse  Marshall,  was  born  in  Washington  Town- 
ship In  1830.  He  married  Sarah  Jane  Ronde- 
bush,  who  was  born  in  Carroll  County  in  1835. 
The  Roudebush  family  is  one  of  long  and  hon- 
orable distinction  in  this  section  of  Ohio.  The 
ancestry  goes  back  to  two  brothers,  Abraham 
and  Jacob,  who  came  from  Holland  to  New 
Amsterdam  In  1650,  the  early  colonial  period. 
Later  the  family  was  established  in  Maryland, 
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1666,  and  also  in  Pennsylvania  and  they  became 
people  of  large  resources  and  many  business 
enterprises.  The  first  of  the  family  came  to 
Carroll  County  in  1816,  and  other  followed  fn 
subsequent  years,  and  the  history  of  Carroll 
County  makes  frequent  reference  to  many  of  the 
name.  The  father  of  Sarah  Jane  Roudebush 
was  Jesse  Roudebush  who  was  bora  in  York 
County,  Pennsylvania,  in  1705.  He  died  at  Car- 
rollton in  1868.  He  and  his  brothers  and  other 
members  of  the  family  founded  the  Church  of 
Christ  at  Mount  Olive  in  Carroll  County. 

Eli  Marshall  spent  his  active  life  on  a farm 
in  Washington  Township  where  he  died  in  1883, 
and  his  wife  is  still  living  at  the  age  of  eighty- 
six.  She  was  the  mother  of  three  children: 
Jesse.  Levi  and  Anna  M.  who  is  the  wife  of 
James  N.  Lawrence  of  Carrollton. 

Jesse  Marshall  attended  the  country  schools 
and  made  good  use  of  his  opportunities.  For 
fifteen  years  he  was  a successful  teacher,  and 
in  1888  removed  to  Carrollton  where  for  thir- 
teen years  he  was  engaged  in  the  wool  and 
grain  business.  He  was  elected  county  treas- 
urer on  the  republican  ticket  and  served  two 
terms.  For  the  last  fourteen  years  he  has  been 
in  the  monument  business. 

In  1878  he  married  Miss  Catherine  A.  Den- 
nis, a native  of  Jefferson  County,  Ohio.  Her 
father  Christian  Dennis  spent  the  last  twenty- 
three  years  of  his  life  in  the  Marshall  home  and 
died  at  the  age  of  ninety-one.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Marshall  who  are  members  of  the  Church  of 
Christ  have  three  sons:  Elmer  G. : Clayton  L„ 
who  lives  at  Canton,  Ohio,  and  married  Hazel 
Hines;  and  Cecil  Dwight  who  married  Exa 
Mills  on  June  18,  1619. 

Thomas  S.  Birnfy  has  had  the  circumspec- 
tion and  judgment  that  have  enabled  him  to 
appreciate  the  advantages  offered  for  success- 
ful farm  enterprise  in  his  native  township  and 
is  here  numbered  among  the  representative  agri- 
culturists and  stock-growers  of  the  younger 
generation  of  Washington  Township  in  Harrison 
County.  Aside  from  his  admirable  personal 
achievement  he  has  the  further  distinction  of 
being  a representative  of  one  of  the  honored 
and  influential  pioneer  families  of  this  county. 

Thomas  Simpson  Birney  was  born  in  Wash- 
ington Township,  Harrison  County,  on  the  17th 
of  May,  1883,  and  is  a son  of  Robert  M.  and 
Martha  J.  (Simpson)  Birney.  Robert  M.  Bir- 
ney wras  born  in  Washington  Towmship.  this 
County,  on  the  10th  of  January.  1849,  and  was  a 
son  of  John  and  Hannah  (McKee)  Birney.  John 
Birney  wras  born  and  reared  in  Green  Towm- 
ship,  this  county,  where  his  parents  settled  in 
the  early  pioneer  days,  and  soon  after  his  mar- 
riage he  removed  to  Washington  Township, 
where  he  eventually  accumulated  and  developed 
a fine  farm  estate  of  500  acres  and  W’here  he 
remained  until  his  death.  September  9,  1885. 
His  first  w’ife  died  in  1872.  their  children  hav- 
ing been  six  in  number — Rachel  (Mrs.  Henry 
Pittis),  Nelson,  Robert  M.,  James  X.,  Rebecca 
J.  (Mrs.  Matthew’  Simpson),  and  John  T.  For 
his  second  u-ife  John  Birney  wedded  Sarah 
Eaton,  who  survived  him  by  a number  of  years. 
He  w’as  pi  eminent  in  the  local  councils  and  ac- 


tivities of  the  republican  party  and  was  zeal- 
ous in  support  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  of  which  he  was  an  active  member  for 
many  years  prior  to  his  death. 

Robert  M.  Birney  continued  his  successful  as- 
sociation with  farm  Industry  in  Washington 
Township  during  his  entire  active  career,  and 
also  developed  a prosperous  business  in  the 
buying  and  shipping  of  live  stock.  He  was  the 
owner  of  a valuable  farm  property  in  his  na- 
tive township  at  the  time  of  his  death.  Novem- 
ber 29.  1888,  his  wife  having  passed  away  on 
the  17th  of  July.  1883,  and  both  having  been 
earnest  members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church.  On  the  28th  of  May.  1868,  was  solemn- 
ized the  marriage  of  Robert  M.  Birney  to  Miss 
Martha  J.  Simpson,  who  was  born  in  Stock 
Township.  Harrison  County,  October  4.  1842,  a 
daughter  of  John  and  Margaret  (Law)  Simp- 
son. John  Simpson  was  born  in  Stock  Town- 
ship, this  county,  in  1814.  and  was  a son  of 
John  and  Mary  (McElroy)  Simpson,  whose 
marriage  w’as  solemnized  in  the  state  of  Penn- 
sylvania. the  father  having  come  from  Ireland 
to  America  in  1798.  John  Simpson,  Sr.,  con- 
tinued his  residence  in  Washington  County, 
Pennsylvania,  until  about  the  opening  of  the 
nineteenth  century,  w’hen  he  came  with  his  fam- 
ily to  Harrison  County.  Ohio,  where  he  eventu- 
ally developed  a productive  farm  in  the  midst  of 
the  forest  wilds  and  where  he  continued  his 
residence  in  Stock  Towmship  until  his  death.  In 
1836.  John  Simpson,  Jr.,  was  reared  under  the 
conditions  and  influences  that  marked  the  pio- 
neer epoch  in  the  history  of  Harrison  County 
and  continued  to  be  identified  with  farm  indus- 
try in  Stock  Towmship  until  his  death,  in  1877. 
He  achieved  substantial  prosperity  through  his 
own  well  directed  endeavors  and  his  character 
w’as  shown  in  his  high  sense  of  personal  stew- 
ardship in  all  of  the  relations  of  life.  He  was 
a stalw’art  republican  and  both  he  and  his  wife 
were  zealous  members  of  the  Methodist  Episco- 
pal Church.  They  became  the  parents  of  seven 
children— Mary  Ann  (Mrs.  Joseph  Patterson). 
Martha  (Mrs.  Robert  M.  Birney).  Margaret 
(Mrs.  Frank  Welch).  Matthew,  William.  Frank, 
and  Ella.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Robert  M.  Birney  be- 
came the  parents  of  three  children,  of  whom 
Thomas  S.  of  this  sketch  is  the  youngest  and 
the  only  survivor.  Etta  L.  was  born  May  16. 
1869.  and  died  on  the  12th  of  March.  1878-  and 
Clarence  M.  died  on  the  same  day  as  did  his 
only  sister,  he  having  been  eight  years,  seven 
months  and  twenty  days  of  age  at  the  time  of 
his  demise. 

Thomas  Simpson  Birney  was  but  two  months 
old  at  the  time  of  his  mother’s  death  and  but  five 
years  old  when  his  father  died.  He  was  there- 
after reared  in  the  home  of  his  father’s  sister. 
Mrs.  Rachel  Pittis,  of  Deersville.  Harrison 
County,  where  he  was  afforded  the  advantages  of 
the  village  schools.  He  has  resided  on  his  present 
farm  since  he  was  tw’enty-one  yeors  of  age.  and 
under  his  ownership  the  place  is  maintained  at 
a high  standard  ns  a center  of  successful  agri- 
cultural and  live-stock  enterprise.  The  place 
comprises  197*£  acres  and  is  w’ell  improved. 
Mr.  Birney  is  a republican  In  his  political  pro- 
clivities and  he  and  his  wife  are  active  mem- 
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bers  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  at  Tip- 
pecanoe. 

May  22,  1913,  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Birney  to  Miss  Mary  Belle  McCullough,  who 
was  born  in  Archer  Township,  Harrison  County, 
and  who  is  a daughter  of  Joseph  M.  and  Eliza- 
beth (Birney)  McCullough,  her  father  being  in- 
dividually represented  in  a personal  sketch  on 
other  pages  of  this  volume.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bir- 
ney have  a winsome  little  daughter,  Eva  Eliza- 
beth, whose  advent  in  their  home  came  on  the 
16th  of  December,  1919. 

Richard  H.  Gordon,  who  with  his  brother, 
Claude  O.  Gordon,  owns  the  most  efficiently 
managed  and  well  equipped  garage  in  this  part 
of  Ohio,  is  one  of  the  dependable  business  men 
of  Bowerston,  Harrison  County.  He  was  born 
in  Stafford  County,  Kansas,  August  28,  1889, 
a son  of  Dr.  Johnson  Wier  and  Louisa  J.  (Host) 
Gordon. 

Dr.  J.  W.  Gordon  was  born  in  Belmont 
County,  Ohio,  and  his  wife  was  born  in  Frank- 
lin Township,  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  a daugh- 
ter of  James  and  Margaret  J.  Host.  James 
Host  was  a stock  buyer  and  dealer  of  Franklin 
and  adjoining  townships  in  Harrison  County. 
Mrs.  Gordon  is  still  living,  and  she  and  her 
husband  had  the  following  children:  Nora,  who 
married  R.  W.  Bowers;  Margaret,  who  married 
A.  E.  Bowers;  Bertha,  who  married  L.  B.  Tim- 
merman; Florence,  who  married  W.  L. 
McQuean;  Sadie,  who  married  T.  P.  Cunning- 
ham; Richard  H,,  whose  name  heads  this  re- 
view; Claude  O.,  who  is  mentioned  at  length 
further  on  in  this  article;  Hallie  J.,  who  was 
eighth  In  order  of  birth;  and  Nellie,  who  Is 
deceased. 

Doctor  Gordon  was  graduated  in  medicine  at 
Columbus,  Ohio,  and  in  Surgery  at  Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania,  and  he  also  was  a graduate  of 
an  ear,  eye.  nose  and  throat  college  at  Dayton, 
Ohio,  and  of  an  eclectic  course.  Later  on  in 
life  he  took  up  post  graduate  work,  and  five  or 
six  years  before  his  death  he  was  graduated  in 
a steam  electrical  engineering  course  from  the 
Scranton  Correspondence  School.  Doctor  Gor- 
don began  the  practice  of  his  profession  at 
Bowerston,  Ohio,  but  later  went  to  Kansas,  and 
from  that  state  moved  on  to  Missouri.  He  then 
returned  to  Bowerston,  Ohio,  where  he  con- 
tinued to  practice  until  his  death,  which  event 
occurred  March  2,  1917.  He  was  a student 
of  untiring  energy  and  kept  constantly  busy,  de- 
voting all  of  his  spare  moments  to  study. 

Richard  H.  Gordon  attended  the  public 
schools  of  Bowerston,  and  when  he  completed 
his  school  days  he  learned  the  blacksmi thing 
trade  and  worked  at  It  for  three  years,  and 
then  for  four  years  was  employed  as  a machin- 
ist. In  1914  he  and  his  brother,  C.  O.  Gordon, 
opened  a garage  at  Bowerston,  and  are  still  in 
partnership.  They  have  the  agency  for  the 
Overland,  Reo  and  Ford  cars,  and  handle 
farm  light  plants,  and  have  a battery  service 
station.  They  do  repair  work  of  all  kinds  and 
carry  a complete  line  of  auto  parts  and  acces- 
sories. Like  his  father  he  is  a Blue  Lodge 
Mason,  the  younger  man  maintaining  member- 
ship with  the  lodge  at  Leesville.  Doctor  Gor- 


don also  belonged  to  the  Grotto.  Richard  H. 
Gordon  Is  a member  of  Bowerston  Lodge,  Inde- 
pendent Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  and  is  popular 
in  his  fraternities,  as  he  is  socially. 

Claude  O.  Gordon,  brother  of  Richard  H.  Gor- 
don, was  born  June  26,  1891,  and  was  reared  at 
Bowerston.  He  and  his  brother  had  just  begun 
to  get  their  garage  business  in  first-class  shape, 
when  he  responded  to  the  call  of  his  country 
and  entered  its  service,  March  9,  1918,  in  the 
aviation  branch,  at  Cadiz,  Ohio,  and  was  sent 
to  San  Antonio,  Texas.  He  was  at  Kelly  Field 
but  two  days  when  he  was  transferred  to  Camp 
John  Wise,  Texas,  where  he  was  assigned  to  the 
Forty-third  Balloon  Corps,  and  remained  with 
it  until  the  close  of  hostilities. 

On  May  2,  1918,  his  organization  left  Camp 
John  Wise  for  Morrison,  Virginia,  where  It  ar- 
rived May  8,  1918,  and  remained  there  until 
June  19,  1918,  at  which  time  his  company  sailed 
on  the  “S.  S.  American”  from  Newport  News, 
Virginia,  for  France,  and  arrived  at  Brest  July 
13,  1918.  Two  days  later  the  company  left  Brest 
for  a baloon  school,  where  the  men  were  in 
training  until  August  6,  1918,  when  they  were 
sent  to  Tours,  France,  and  after  seven  days 
there,  moved  on  to  Toul,  France.  They  were  in 
the  Saint  Mihiel  sector,  arriving  there  August 
19,  and  on  August  31  were  under  fire,  and  were 
on  the  front  line  under  fire  constantly  from 
then  on  until  the  signing  of  the  armistice.  At 
1 :00  A.  M.,  September  13,  the  historic  Saint 
Mihiel  drive  started,  and  Mr.  Gordon’s  company 
participated  In  it  until  September  20,  when  it 
was  transferred  to  the  Argonne  Forest  front. 
On  September  21  Paris  was  reached,  and  the 
following  day  the  company  arrived  on  the  Ar- 
gonne-Meuse  front.  On  September  25,  at  11:30 
P.  M.,  the  drive  started  and  the  company  re- 
mained on  that  front  until  November  11,  1918. 
On  August  1,  1918,  Mr.  Gordon  was  made  a 
chauffeur  of  the  first  class,  which  grade  he  held 
until  he  was  discharged.  During  the  time  the 
company  was  on  the  front  its  members  did  ob- 
servation balloon  work  all  the  time,  and  lost  a 
balloon  which  caught  on  fire  while  in  the  air. 

On  April  19,  1919,  Mr.  Gordon  went  aboard 
the  “Susquehanna”  at  Genecort,  France,  and 
the  following  day  set  sail  for  the  United  States, 
arriving  at  Newport  News,  Virginia,  May  3, 
1919.  On  May  9 the  company  marched  to  Camp 
Stewart,  and  there  took  boat  for  Camp  Lee, 
ninety  miles  down  the  James  River.  On  June 
13,  1919,  Mr.  Gordon  left  Camp  Lee  for  Camp 
Sherman,  and  he  was  there  discharged  from 
the  service,  June  17,  1919,  and  returned  home. 

The  Forty-third  Balloon  Company  has  the  dis- 
tinguished honor  of  being  the  only  organization 
in  the  American  Expeditionary  Force,  or  of  the 
whole  American  army,  to  have  a standard  and 
completely  equipped  band  within  itself.  Mr. 
Gordon  played  a melaphone  in  this  band  from 
the  time  of  the  organization  of  the  company 
until  it  was  mustered  out  of  the  service. 

Both  these  young  men  are  held  in  high  esteem 
by  the  people  of  Harrison  County,  and  many 
traveling  through  this  district  have  good  cause 
to  remember  them  on  account  of  the  splendidly 
efficient  service  they  are  rendering  In  their 
garage  at  Bowerston. 
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James  Coons  Lyons  has  enviable  standing  in 
connection  with  financial  affairs  in  his  native 
county  and  is  the  efficient  cashier  of  the  First 
National  Rank  of  Bowerston.  which  village,  in 
Harrison  County,  figures  as  the  place  of  his  na- 
tivity, his  birth  having  here  occurred  on  the 
26th  of  December.  1887. 

James  Coons  Lyons  is  a son  of  John  C.  and 
Sarah  (Coons)  Lyons,  the  former  of  whom  was 
one  of  the  representative  farmers  of  Harrison 
County  at  the  time  of  his  death.  February  8. 
1901,  and  the  latter  of  whom  still  maintains  her 
home  in  this  county.  John  C.  Lyons,  the* second 
in  order  of  birth  in  a family  of  six  sons  and 
four  daughters,  was  born  in  Butler  County. 
Pennsylvania,  and  was  a son  of  Thomas  Lyons, 
who  likewise  was  a native  of  the  Keystone 
state  and  who  was  a son  of  William  Lyons. 
William  Lyons  was  born  and  reared  in  Ireland 
and  after  immigrating  to  America  he  showed 
his  loyalty  to  the  land  of  his  adoption  by  serv- 
ing as  a patriot  soldier  in  the  war  of  the  Revo- 
lution. The  conflict  left  him  with  a rifle  ball 
in  one  of  his  hips,  and  this  momento  of  the 
Revolution  he  carried  until  his  death,  the  sur- 
geons having  been  unable  to  extract  It.  He 
passed  the  closing  years  of  his  life  in  Morgan 
County,  Ohio,  and  was  for  a time  a resident 
of  Harrison  County.  Thomas  Lyons  became  ex- 
tensively engaged  in  lumbering  operations  in 
Pennsylvania,  where  he  floated  his  lumber  down 
the  Allegheny  River  to  Pittsburgh,  which  was 
at  that  time  but  little  more  than  a village.  He 
married  Menie  Lowrle,  who  was  born  in  Scot- 
land and  who  was  a child  at  the  time  of  her 
parents*  immigration  to  America.  She  was  a 
sister  of  Walter  Lowrie.  who  is  supposed  to 
have  been  the  one  of  this  name  who  served 
as  secretary  of  state  in  the  cabinet  of  President 
John  Quincy  Adams  and  who  resigned  to  accept 
the  post  of  secretary  of  the  Foreign  Missionary 
Society,  of  which  position  he  continued  the  in- 
cumbent until  his  death.  About  the  year  1820 
Thomas  Lyons  came  with  his  family  to  Ohio 
and  took  up  a tract  of  land  on  which  the  Vil- 
lage of  Tippecanoe  now  stands,  in  Harrison 
County.  Later  be  was  a pioneer  farmer  in 
North  Township,  and  both  he  and  his  wife 
passed  the  closing  period  of  their  lives  In  Car- 
roll  County. 

John  C.  Lyons  was  a boy  at  the  time  of  the 
family  settlement  in  the  forest  wilds  of  Harri- 
son County,  and  here  he  was  reared  under  the 
conditions  that  marked  the  pioneer  era  in  the 
history  of  the  county.  At  the  age  of  twenty- 
three  years  he  married  Susanna  Forbes,  a 
daughter  in  another  pioneer  'household,  and 
they  settled  on  a farm  In  Monroe  Township. 
Many  years  later  they  removed  to  the  Village  of 
Bowerston,  and  there  Mrs.  Lyons  died  on  the 
Sth  of  February,  1883.  Of  this  union  were  born 
one  son  and  three  daughters,  all  of  whom  are 
now  deceased.  The  only  son.  John  F.,  was  a 
gallant  soldier  of  the  Union  in  the  Civil  war. 
as  a member  of  Company  A.  Eightieth  Ohio 
Volunteer  Infantry,  and  he  was  still  in  service 
at  the  time  of  his  death,  in  1865.  at  Resaea, 
Georgia,  as  the  result  of  illness  contracted 
while  with  his  command.  In  1K.S6  John  C. 
Lyons  wedded  Miss  Jennie  Coons,  who  was 


born  In  Licking  County,  Ohio,  where  her  par- 
ents, James  M.  and  Mary  Ann  (Van  Dorn) 
Coons,  were  early  settlers.  James  M.  Coons 
was  bom  in  Virginia  and  was  about  five  years 
old  when  his  parents  settled  in  Franklin  County, 
Ohio,  in  the  early  pioneer  days.  His  wife  died 
April  22,  1873,  aged  fifty-one  years,  her  parents 
having  come  to  Ohio  from  the  State  of  New 
Jersey.  John  C.  Lyons  became  the  owner  of 
a large  and  valuable  farm  property  in  Monroe 
Township,  where  he  had  a fine  farm  of  320 
acres,  besides  an  additional  tract  of  twenty 
acres  lying  adjacent  to  the  Village  of  Bowerston. 
He  was  one  of  the  honored  pioneer  citizens  of 
the  county  at  the  time  of  his  death.  February 
8.  1901,  and  his  widow  now  resides  in  the  Vil- 
lage of  Bowerston.  Mr.  Lyons  was  a man  of 
fine  mentality  and  sterling  character,  was  a 
democrat  in  politics  and  served  many  terms  as 
township  trustee.  Of  his  second  marriage 
James  C.  In  the  only  child. 

James  C.  Lyons  continued  his  studies  in  the 
public  schools  until  his  graduation  in  the  Bow- 
erston High  School,  as  if  member  of  the  class 
of  1907.  and  before  the  close  of  that  year  he 
assumed  the  position  of  bookkeeper  in  the  First 
National  Bank  of  Bowerston.  On  the  12th  of 
January.  1909.  he  was  advanced  to  the  position 
of  assistant  cashier,  of  which  he  continued  the 
incumbent  until  August  11.  1913,  when  he  was 
made  cashier  of  this  substantial  and  important 
financial  institution  of  Harrison  County,  an 
office  in  which  he  has  continued  to  serve  with 
characteristic  efficiency  and  in  such  a way  as 
greatly  to  advane  the  prosperity  and  influence 
of  the  bank  of  which  he  is  a valued  executive. 

Mr.  Lyons  has  had  no  desire  for  political  ac- 
tivity but  is  a loyal  supporter  of  the  cause  of 
the  republican  party  and  Is  progressive  and 
public-spirited  as  a citizen.  He  is  affiliated  with 
Orange  Lodge  No.  406  Free  and  Accepted 
Masons  of  Leesville  and  is  a member  of  Cyrus 
Chapter  No.  114  Royal  Arch  Masons:  Gebal 
Council  No.  50,  Royal  and  Select  Masters  and 
Saint  Bernard  Commandery  No.  51,  Knights 
Templar,  the  three  latter  of  TThrichsvIlle. 
Both  he  and  his  wife  are  active  members  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  at  Bowerston, 
as  Is  also  his  mother,  who  is  now  residing  in 
this  village,  as  previously  noted. 

November  23.  1911.  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Lyons  to  Miss  Agnes  Griswold,  daughter 
of  John  C.  and  Susan  Griswold,  of  Harrison 
County,  and  the  one  child  of  this  union  is  a 
daughter.  Eloise,  born  October  13.  1913. 

Joseph  T.  Phillips  Is  one  of  the  progressive 
citizens  who  is  carrying  forward  in  Harrison 
County  the  successful  farm  enterprise  which  is 
made  possible  under  modem  conditions,  with 
improved  facilities  and  methods,  and  he  has 
maintained  practical  and  business  policies  that 
have  enabled  him  to  gain  the  maximum  returns 
from  his  excellent  farm  of  168  acres,  in  Wash- 
ington Township.  He  was  bom  at  New  Frank- 
lin. Missouri,  on  the  9th  of  November.  1876.  but 
is  a representative  of  a prominent  pioneer  fam- 
ily of  the  county  in  which  he  now  maintains 
his  home. 
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Mr.  Phillips  is  a son  of  John  and  Mary  Eliza- 
beth (Fletcher)  Phillips,  the  former  of  whom 
was  born  in  Washington  Township,  Harrison 
County,  Ohio,  June  14,  1843,  and  the  latter  In 
the  State  of  Kentucky,  August  17,  1847,  a 
daughter  of  James  and  Nancy  (Nell)  Fletcher. 
John  Phillips  is  a son  of  Joseph  and  Jemima 
(Johnson)  Phillips,  the  former  of  whom  was  born 
in  Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  on  the  14th  of  Janu- 
ary, 1803,  he  having  been  twelve  years  of  age 
at  the  time  of  the  family  removal  to  Washing- 
ton Township,  Harrison  County,  where  he  was 
reared  to  manhood  and  became  a prosperous 
farmer,  besides  which,  as  a young  man,  he  was 
a successful  teacher  in  the  pioneer  schools  of 
the  county.  After  his  marriage,  in  1833,  he 
settled  on  the  farm  now  owned  by  his  son 
Amasa,  in  Washington  Township,  and  there  he 
passed  the  remainder  of  his  life.  Joseph 
Phillips  died  April  10,  1886,  and  his  widow  died 
September  3,  1888,  both  having  been  venerable 
pioneer  citizens  of  the  county  at  the  time  when 
they  passed  from  the  stage  of  life’s  mortal  ac- 
tivities. Of  the  nine  children  John  was  the  fifth 
in  order  of  birth,  and  his  youthful  education 
was  acquired  in  the  pioneer  schools  of  Washing- 
ton Township,  besides  which  he  here  learned 
the  trade  of  shoemaker.  In  1862  Mr.  Phillips 
went  to  the  State  of  Iowa  and  engaged  in  the 
work  of  his  trade.  He  there  remained  three 
years,  and  in  that  state  his  marriage  was  sol- 
emnized. At  the  expiration  of  the  period  noted 
he  returned,  with  his  family,  to  Ohio  and  for 
two  years  maintained  a shoe  shop  at  West- 
chester, Tuscarawas  County.  It  should  be 
noted  that  while  a resident  of  Iowa  he  drove 
a team  of  four  yokes  of  oxen  from  that  state  to 
Pike’s  Peak.  Colorado,  where  the  gold  excite- 
ment was  then  at  its  zenith.  In  1867  Mr. 
Phillips  went  to  Denver.  Iliinois,  and  after  there 
working  at  his  trade  one  year  he  removed  to 
S'mithton,  Missouri,  where  he  was  similarly  en- 
gaged for  the  ensuing  five  years,  at  the  expira- 
tion of  which  he  established  his  residence  at 
New  Franklin,  that  state.  There  he  remained 
in  charge  of  his  shoe  shop  until  1877,  when  he 
returned  with  his  family  to  Westchester,  Tus- 
carawas County,  Ohio,  where  he  conducted  a 
shoe  shop  until  about  1895,  when  he  purchased 
the  small  farm  upon  which  he  has  since  main- 
tained his  home,  in  Washington  Township,  Har- 
rison County,  his  wife  having  passed  away  on 
the  8th  of  January,  1888.  They  became  the  par- 
ents of  nine  children,  whose  names  and  re- 
spective dates  of  birth  are  here  recorded : James 
G.,  April  13,  1866,  died  when  about  forty-one 
years  of  age;  Della,  November  5.  1867;  Alcanie. 
September  3,  1869;  John  E.  died  in  Infancy; 
Minnie,  July  29.  1873:  Nancy  died  in  infancy: 
Joseph  T.,  November  9.  1876;  Maude.  February 
28.  1879;  and  Frank,  November  12,  1881. 

Joseph  T.  Phillips  gained  his  early  education 
principally  in  the  public  schools  of  Tuscarawas 
and  Harrison  counties,  and  he  initiated  his  en- 
dependent  career  when  he  was  a youth  of  seven- 
teen years.  During  the  greater  part  of  the  in- 
tervening period  he  has  been  actively  associated 
with  farm  enterprises  in  Harrison  County,  and 
since  his  marriage,  in  1906,  he  and  his  wife 
have  lived  on  their  present  farm,  comprising 


168  acres  of  the  excellent  land  of  Washington 
Township. 

On  the  1st  of  April,  1906,  Mr.  Phillips  was 
united  in  marriage  to  Miss  Effie  Green,  who 
was  born  and  reared  In  Harrison  County  and 
who  is  a daughter  of  George  and  Hannah  (Jen- 
kins) Green.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Phillips  have  two 
children — Dane  W„  born  November  9,  1906;  and 
Myron,  born  March  30,  1908. 

C.  Perry  Dickey.  There  Is  no  other  occupa- 
tion so  important  as  that  of  farming  because 
the  man  who  tills  the  soil  is  the  one  who  pro- 
duces the  raw  materials  without  which  the 
world  cannot  go  on.  Therefore  upon  his  indus- 
try and  success  rests  the  prosperity,  the  life 
even,  of  humanity.  Ohio  has  always  had  among 
its  citizens  some  of  the  best  farmers  In  the 
country,  and  the  finely  cultivated  fields  and 
sleek  cattle,  together  with  the  sanitary  and 
modern  buildings  and  machinery  bear  witness 
that  the  present  generation  is  not  falling  behind, 
but  is  keeping  up  the  reputation  already  gained. 
One  of  these  representative  farmers  of  Harri- 
son County,  who  has  the  distinction  of  having 
spent  his  life  upon  his  present  farm,  is  Perry 
C.  Dickey  of  Franklin  Township. 

Perry  C.  Dickey  was  born  in  Franklin  Town- 
ship, April  16,  1874.  a son  of  William  W.  and 
Cecilia  (Barrett)  Dickey,  and  grandson  of 
Benny  Dickey.  William  W.  Dickey  was  born  in 
Harrison  County,  Ohio,  and  spent  his  life  in 
agricultural  pursuits.  After  reaching  man’s  es- 
tate he  began  farming  in  Franklin  Township, 
and  became  the  owner  of  160  acres  of  land.  His 
death  occurred  in  1914,  but  his  widow  survived 
him  until  1917,  when  she  too  passed  away. 
Their  children  were  as  follows:  Alice  A..  Nancy 
Jane,  Mary  and  C.  Perry.  The  family  all  be- 
longed to  the  Christian  Church.  During  the 
war  between  the  North  and  the  South  William 
W.  Dickey  was  a soldier  in  the  Union  army,  and 
for  eighteen  months  served  in  the  Eightieth 
Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry. 

C.  Perry  Dickey  received  his  educational 
training  in  the  public  schools  of  Franklin  Town- 
ship, and  his  practical  knowledge  while  work- 
ing on  the  homestead  under  his  father’s  super- 
vision. He  has  spent  all  of  his  time  and  efforts 
on  developing  and  cultivating  his  farm  which 
contains  155  acres,  and  here  he  is  now  engaged 
in  a general  farming  and  stock-raising  business 
with  very  satisfactory  results. 

On  August  29,  1896.  Mr.  Dickey  was  married 
to  Amy  McGill,  a daughter  of  Thomas  and 
Esther  (West)  McGill  and  a niece  of  Robert 
McGill.  Thomas  McGill  died  March  15.  1920, 
and  his  widow  still  survives.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Dickey  have  two  children,  twins,  Ralph  W.  and 
Doris  Wilma.  Ralph  W.  Dickey  married  Guilah 
Patterson  and  they  have  two  daughters,  Doris 
Jane  and  Marjorie  June,  and  live  at  Dennison, 
Ohio.  Doris  Wilma  Dickey  married  Bryce 
Smith  and  they  live  at  Deersville.  Ohio,  and 
have  two  children.  Ralph  Dwight  and  Elda 
Madeline.  The  Christian  Church  of  Franklin 
Township  holds  the  membership  of  Mr.  Dickey 
and  his  wife,  and  they  are  highly  regarded  by 
the  congregation. 
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Wabneb  Phillips.  In  reviewing  the  various 
personal  sketches  appearing  in  this  publication 
one  can  not  fail  to  be  impressed  with  the  pleas- 
ing revelation  that  a goodly  percentage  of  the 
representative  farmers  of  the  present  day  in 
both  Carroll  and  Harrison  counties  are  native 
sons  of  this  favored  section  of  the  Buckeye 
state  and  scions  of  honored  pioneer  families. 
Such  conditions  apply  in  the  case  of  Warner 
Phillips,  who  is  one  of  the  substantial  devotees 
of  farm  industry  in  Washington  Township,  Har- 
rison County,  and  who  is  a member  of  the 
fourth  generation  of  the  Phillips  family  in  this 
county.  He  was  bom  in  Washington  Township. 
June  15,  1868,  and  in  the  same  township  his 
father,  Amasa  Phillips,  was  born  on  the  22d  of 
September.  1838,  a son  of  Joseph  Phillips,  who 
was  bom  in  Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  January 
14,  1803.  and  who  was  twelve  years  of  age  when 
his  parents  became  pioneer  settlers  in  Washing- 
ton Township.  Harrison  County,  where  he 
passed  the  remainder  of  his  life.  Joseph 
Phillips  was  one  of  the  successful  and  popular 
teachers  In  the  pioneer  schools  of  this  county, 
and  in  the  meanwhile  he  carried  forward  the 
work  of  reclaiming  a farm  in  Washington 
Township.  May  9,  1833,  he  married  Jemima 
Johnson,  and  they  immediately  afterward  set- 
tled on  the  farm  now  owned  and  occupied  by 
their  son  Amasa,  now  venerable  in  years.  They 
became  the  parents  of  nine  children:  Comfort 
Ann  (Mrs.  Warner  Rogers),  Sophia.  Amasa. 
Almeda  (died  in  childhood),  John.  Elihu.  Mar- 
garet, Joseph  and  Jemima.  Joseph  Phillips  died 
April  19.  1886.  and  his  widow  passed  away  Sep- 
tember 3.  1888. 

Amasa  Phillips  was  reared  on  the  old  home 
farm,  which  has  continued  to  be  his  place  of 
residence  during  the  long  Intervening  years  and 
which  is  one  of  the  fine  old  places  of  Washing- 
ton Township,  with  an  area  of  166  acres.  He 
has  specialized  in  the  raising  of  live  stock  and 
though  now  venerable  in  years  he  still  gives  a 
general  supervision  to  the  affairs  of  his  farm. 
He  has  given  long  and  effective  service  as  town- 
ship trustee  and  member  of  the  school  board, 
is  a democrat  in  politics  and  is  one  of  the  hon- 
ored and  influential  citizens  of  his  native  town- 
ship. June  5.  1862,  recorded  his  marriage  to 
Miss  Elizabeth  Hogue,  a daughter  of  the  late 
Mark  Hogue,  and  she  passed  to  the  life  eternal 
on  the  30th  of  May,  1880.  Of  this  union  were 
horn  five  children — George.  Warner.  Joseph. 
Mark  and  Elizabeth.  February  19,  1885,  Amasa 
Phillips  wedded  Mary  Ellen  Crouch,  whose 
death  occurred  on  the  30th  of  the  following 
August.  On  the  26th  of  May,  1886,  he  married 
Miss  Elizabeth  Mears,  daughter  of  William 
Mears,  and  they  still  maintain  their  home  on 
the  farm  which  was  the  place  of  his  birth. 
They  have  one  son.  Amasa  Alonzo. 

The  early  youth  of  Warner  Phillips  found  him 
with  no  dearth  of  demand  upon  his  time  and 
attention,  for  he  assisted  in  the  work  of  the 
home  farm  and  made  proper  use  of  the  advan- 
tages afforded  in  the  district  schools  of  his  na- 
tive township.  At  the  age  of  seventeen  years 
he  went  to  the  State  of  Illinois,  where  he  was 
employed  at  farm  work  for  three  years.  He  then 
returned  to  his  native  county  and  has  ever 


since  been  actively  identified  with  farm  indus- 
try in  Washington  Township,  where  from  the 
time  of  his  marriage  he  has  resided  on  his 
present  well  Improved  farm,  comprising  175 
acres.  He  is  a democrat  in  politics  and  he  and 
his  wife  are  active  members  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  at  Westchester. 

April  27,  1901,  is  the  memorable  date  in  the 
career  of  Mr.  Phillips,  since  he  was  then  united 
in  marriage  to  Miss  Rebecca  Elizabeth  Gal- 
braith, who  was  bom  in  Guernsey  County, 
Ohio,  a daughter  of  William  H.  and  Eliza 
(Harding)  Galbraith,  the  former  a native  of 
Perry  Township,  Tuscarawas  County,  and  the 
latter  of  Guernsey  County,  her  parents  having 
been  Wesley  and  Rebecca  (Carson)  Harding. 
William  H.  Galbraith  was  one  of  the  gallant 
young  men  who  went  forth  in  defense  of  the 
Union  when  the  Civil  war  was  precipitated. 
He  volunteered  shortly  after  the  inception  of 
the  war  and,  as  a member  of  Company  M, 
Eleventh  Pennsylvania  Cavalry,  he  took  part  in 
the  many  engagements  that  marked  the  record 
of  this  valiant  command,  including  the  historic 
battle  of  Gettysburg.  He  continued  in  service 
until  1864,  when  he  received  his  honorable  dis- 
charge. Mr.  Galbraith  was  a man  of  superior 
intellectuality  and  devoted  about  twenty-five 
years  to  teaching  In  the  public  schools  of  Ohio. 
His  death  occurred  on  the  13th  of  December. 
1889.  His  widow  still  survives,  and  makes  her 
home  with  Mrs.  Simpson.  They  became  the 
parents  of  six  children — Emily  Ginevra.  Frank 
R..  John  H.  (died  in  early  childhood),  Rebecca 
Elizabeth.  Harry  B.,  and  Cornelia  Florence. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Phillips  have  two  children — Wil- 
liam Vernon  and  Mary  Lucille. 

Amasa  Alonzo  Phillips,  only  child  of  Amasa 
and  Elizabeth  (Mears)  Phillips,  and  half- 
brother  of  him  whose  personal  sketch  precedes 
this  paragraph,  was  horn  on  the  old  homestead 
farm,  in  Washington  Township,  December  20. 
1891,  and  he  has  remained  continuously  with 
his  parents  on  the  old  home  place,  though  he 
has  taught  eight  terms  of  district  school,  with 
a record  of  effective  and  popular  service  in  the 
pedagogic  profession.  Greater,  however,  was 
the  service  which  he  gave  in  connection  with 
the  nation’s  participation  In  the  late  World 
war.  In  July,  191S,  at  Camp  Sherman.  Ohio, 
he  was  assigned  to  the  One  Hundred  and  Forty- 
ninth  Hospital  Unit,  and  eventually  he  was 
transferred  to  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania,  where 
he  remained  until  his  discharge,  in  January, 
1919.  In  May,  1918,  Mr.  Phillips  married  Miss 
Lucille  Ross,  and  he  now  has  the  active  man- 
agement of  his  father’s  farm. 

Wilson  E.  McGonagle.  a prosperous  general 
farmer  and  stockraiser  of  Franklin  Township, 
has  brought  his  farm  of  155  acres  into  a high 
state  of  cultivation,  and  through  his  enterpris- 
ing methods  set  a dependable  example  to  his 
neighbors.  He  was  born  in  Franklin  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County.  Ohio,  October  10.  1862. 
a son  of  Thompson  McGonagle.  grandson  of 
Thomas  McGonagle,  and  a descendant  of  one  of 
the  sturdy  families  of  Scotland,  in  which  coun- 
try the  grandfather  was  born.  Coming  to  the 
United  States  at  an  early  day  Thomas  McGon- 
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agle  became  one  of  the  pioneers  of  Franklin 
Township,  and  developed  Into  one  of  its  repre- 
sentative men.  He  married  Mary  Thompson,  a 
daughter  of  Andrew  Thompson,  born  in  Ireland, 
and  they  had  the  following  children : Thompson, 
Wilson,  Samuel,  William,  Martha  and  Eliza- 
beth. After  the  death  of  Thomas  McGonagle, 
his  widow  married  Samuel  Hitchcock. 

Wilson  McGonagle,  son  of  Thomas  McGon- 
agle, and  uncle  of  Wilson  E.  McGonagle,  served 
in  the  Union  army  during  the  war  between  the 
states  as  a member  of  the  Thirtieth  Ohio  Vol- 
unteer Infantry,  and  served  for  three  years. 
On  account  of  conspicuous  bravery  during  the 
siege  of  Vicksburg,  he  was  awarded  a medal. 

Thompson  McGonagle,  the  father  of  Wilson 
E.  McGonagle,  was  a farmer  of  Franklin  Town- 
ship and  continued  to  be  engaged  in  this  line  of 
industry  until  his  death,  which  occurred  in 
1909.  He  was  first  married  to  Asenith  Vickers, 
born  In  Franklin  Township,  a daughter  of  John 
and  Eliza  (Howard)  Vickers,  and  half-sister  of 
John  and  James  L.  Vickers,  successful  farmers 
of  Franklin  Township.  She  died  in  1887,  hav- 
ing borne  her  husband  two  children : Agnes,  who 
died  when  twenty-seven  years  of  age;  and  Wil- 
son E..  whose  name  heads  this  review.  After 
the  death  of  his  first  wife.  Mr.  McGonagle  was 
married  to  Catherine  Phillips,  but  they  had  no 
children.  For  many  years  they  were  active  as 
members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  of 
Franklin  Township. 

Wilson  E.  McGonagle  received  his  educational 
training  in  the  public  schools  of  Peersville, 
Ohio.  Until  1888  when  he  was  married,  Mr. 
McGonagle  remained  at  home,  and  during  that 
period  acquired  a useful  fund  of  knowledge 
relative  to  the  best  methods  of  carrying  on  agri- 
cultural operations.  With  the  exception  of 
three  years  when  he  was  away.  Mr.  McGonagle 
has  lived  on  his  present  farm  since  1888,  and 
is  now  recognized  as  one  of  the  best  farmers  in 
his  neighborhood. 

On  September  6,  18,88.  Mr.  McGonagle  was 
married  to  Alice  White,  a daughter  of  Joseph 
and  Meheliah  (Johnson)  White,  and  their  chil- 
dren are  as  follows:  Jesse,  who  married  Ada 
Birney,  a farmer  of  the  State  of  Wyoming; 
Harry  L.,  who  married  Gladys  Eslick,  is  en- 
gaged in  farming  with  his  father;  and  Melvin, 
who  is  at  home.  Mr.  McGonagle  belongs  to  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  and  his  wife  is  a 
member  of  the  Christian  Church.  Since  Janu- 
ary, 1918.  Mr.  McGonagle  has  served  as  trustee 
of  Franklin  Township.  For  two  years  he  was 
a member  of  the  township  School  Board,  and 
for  four  years  he  was  assessor  of  Franklin 
Township,  proving  himself  as  capable  in  public 
office  as  he  has  always  been  when  conducting 
his  private  affairs,  and  he  stands  very  well  in 
public  esteem. 

George  J.  Butler.  The  good  citizenship  and 
the  enterprise  of  the  Butler  family  have  been 
a steady  growing  influence  in  the  community  of 
Carrollton  almost  from  the  very  beginning  of 
that  pioneer  village.  One  of  this  notable  family 
was  the  late  George  J.  Butler,  a veteran  mer- 
chant and  influential  citizen,  whose  record  may 
be  trusted  to  remain  long  cherished  in  the  hearts 


of  his  fellowraen.  His  life  work  was  well  done 
when  death  overtook  him  early  in  1920,  after  a 
half  a century  of  continuous  association  with 
his  native  city  as  a merchant.  He  had  been  in 
business  at  one  location  from  the  year  1879. 

George  J.  Butler  was  born  in  West  Main 
Street,  Carrollton,  February  10,  1849,  and  his 
life  was  a part  of  the  village  and  city  until 
his  death  on  February  14,  1920. 

He  was  a great-grandson  of  Rev.  John  George 
Butler,  a native  of  Germany,  who  came  to 
America  when  a young  man  and  subsequently 
enlisted  and  served  as  a soldier  in  the  American 
Revolution.  After  that  war  he  gave  many 
years  of  earnest  and  consecrated  service  as  a 
minister  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  Maryland, 
Pennsylvania  and  Virginia.  He  was  a resident 
of  Cumberland,  Maryland,  at  the  time  of  his 
death  in  1823.  He  married  a Miss  Mills,  and 
they  had  five  sons  and  one  daughter.  The 
names  of  the  sons  were  George  William,  Paul, 
Gideon,  George  Whitefleld  and  Jonathan. 

George  Whitefleld  Butler,  representing  the 
second  generation  of  the  family  in  America, 
and  the  founder  of  the  honored  nil  me  in  Carroll 
County,  was  born  and  reared  in  Maryland,  and 
at  the  age  of  twenty-five  came  to  Ohio  and  at 
Carrollton  established  the  first  tannery  in  Car- 
roll  County,  his  enterprise  being  an  important' 
asset  and  a stimulus  to  the  industrial  character 
of  the  pioneer  village.  This  tannery  was  con- 
ducted by  him  for  a number  of  years.  He  also 
bought  land  and  developed  and  improved  sev- 
eral farm  properties  In  the  vicinity  of  Carroll- 
ton. Before  coming  to  Ohio  he  had  served  as 
a lieutenant  in  a Pennsylvania  regiment  in  the 
War  of  1812.  Many  years  later  he  was  post- 
master at  Carrollton  during  the  Civil  war.  He 
died  in  1873  and  his  wife  in  1868.  All  of  their 
twelve  children  are  now  deceased.  Their  names 
in  order  of  birth  were  Washington,  Franklin, 
Jonathan,  Morgan,  Lafayette.  George.  Adams, 
Amanda,  who  became  Mrs.  Miles  O'Connor. 
Harriet,  who  was  Mrs.  Benjamin  B.  Moore. 
Elizabeth,  Cynthia  Ann  and  Jefferson.  Of  those 
to  grow  up  only  Washington  remained  a resi- 
dent of  Carroll  County  to  the  end  of  his  life. 

Washington  Butler  was  born  at  Carrollton 
April  6.  1819,  and  obtained  the  education  of  a 
pioneer  village.  His  associations  were  with  his 
father's  tannery  until  he  was  elected  to  the 
office  of  county  auditor.  He  filled  that  position 
for  two  terms  and  afterwards  for  many  years 
was  deputy  auditor.  In  partnership  with  L.  D. 
Rowley  he  embarked  in  1864  in  the  mercantile 
business  at  Carrollton,  was  a dealer  in  men's 
furnishing  goods  and  also  a merchant  tailor. 
He  continued  In  business  until  his  death  in 
April,  1883.  at  the  age  of  sixty-four.  Washing- 
ton Butler  was  an  uncompromising  republican 
and  was  a delegate  to  the  national  convention 
which  nominated  General  Grant  for  President 
in  1872.  Washington  Butler  married  Susanna 
Van  Buskirk,  who  survived  him  many  years 
and  passed  away  June  6.  1905.  at  the  age  of 
seventy-nine.  He  had  seven  children : William 
F.,  of  whom  more  Is  said  on  other  pages  of  this 
publication;  Ann  Elizabeth,  who  died  the  widow 
of  James  W.  Cellars,  of  Carrollton ; George  J. ; 
Mary  F..  who  was  married  to  Rev.  Absalom  T.

Aller  and  they  removed  to  Kansas;  Marshal  J., 
widow  of  George  H.  Aller,  of  Carrollton,  Carroll 
County;  Joseph  C.,  whose  record  also  finds 
place  elsewhere  in  this  publication;  and  Harry 
Sumner,  now  deceased.  The  latter,  long  iden- 
tified with  the  mercantile  establishment  of  his 
brother,  George,  was  born  January  12,  1864, 
and  as  a youth  had  the  distinction  of  being  the 
first  newsboy  at  Carrollton,  distributing  Cleve- 
land and  Cincinnati  papers.  He  married  in 
1886  Miss  Mary  Morris  and  was  the  father  of 
one  child. 

George  J.  Butler  acquired  a substantial  com- 
mon school  education  at  Carrollton.  In  1868 
he  became  a clerk  in  the  drygoods  store  of 
James  Huston.  This  store  was  in  the  building 
now  occupied  by  the  Carrollton  Laundry. 
During  1869  he  again  attended  school  at  Car- 
rollton, and  In  1870  began  work  as  clerk  in  the 
general  store  of  Isaac  Crumrine.  Mr.  Crum- 
rine  had  one  store  in  the  present  City  Laundry 
Building  and  another  in  the  old  McCook  Build- 
ing. It  was  in  the  latter  establishment  that 
Mr.  Butler  was  employed.  In  1879  he  bought 
the  business,  and  thereafter  for  forty-one  years 
until  his  death  he  kept  it  one  of  the  most  pro- 
gressive and  popular  of  the  general  mercantile 
establishments  of  the  city. 

The  late  Mr.  Butler  gave  an  unwavering 
allegiance  to  the  republican  party.  His  good 
citizenship  was  attested  by  the  ability  with 
which  he  filled  such  offices  as  city  treasurer, 
city  councilman,  and  member  of  the  Board  of 
Education.  . He  and  his  wife  were  both  active 
members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

April  26,  1873.  Mr.  Butler  married  Miss  Sarah 
Elizabeth  Skeeles.  She  was  born  in  Tuscara- 
was County.  Ohio,  daughter  of  Maj.  David  and 
Rhuhama  Skeeles.  The  only  child  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Butler  is  Gertrude  A.  She  is  the  wife  of 
Paul  H.  Kemerer.  formerly  business  manager 
of  the  Carrollton  Freepress  Standard,  and  now 
one  of  the  owners  of  the  Western  Lyceum 
Bureau  at  Waterloo.  Iowa.  The  four  children 
of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Kemerer  are  Elizabeth,  Alice 
Delo.  George  Duncan  and  Virginia  Ruth. 
Elizabeth  Kemerer  is  now  the  wife  of  Vance  T. 
Grimes  of  Claysville.  Pennsylvania,  and  their 
son.  Vance  T.,  Jr.,  is  the  only  great-grandchild 
of  Mrs.  Butler. 

George  J.  Butler  died  after  a brief  illness. 
There  has  been  a tangible  vacancy  in  the  busi- 
ness community  where  he  functioned  for  so 
many  years.  His  friends  and  associates  ad- 
mired not  only  his  success  but  also  the  regu- 
larity and  methodical  promptness  and  faithful- 
ness, the  best  evidence  of  his  love  for  his  work. 
It  is  said  that  he  was  at  his  place  of  business 
313  days  in  the  year.  Personally  he  was  quiet 
and  unassuming,  and  outside  business  hours  his 
life  was  lived  for  his  home  and  family  and  the 
public  honors  bestowed  upon  him  were  not  of 
his  own  seeking.  He  was  liberal  to  church  and 
charity,  but  his  real  generosity  was  expressed 
in  many  unremembered  acts  of  love  that  were 
unknown  even  to  his  most  intimate  friends. 
Mr.  Butler  owned  one  of  the  finest  homes  in  the 
city,  and  he  had  long  realized  the  worthy  am- 
bition to  provide  well  for  his  family. 


Samuel  B.  Boor.  As  president  of  the  First 
National  Bank  of  Bowerston,  Harrison  County, 
and  as  proprietor  of  a well  equipped  hardware, 
tinning  and  furnace  establishment,  Mr.  Boor 
has  secure  status  as  one  of  the  representative 
business  men  and  influential  citizens  of  the 
thriving  village  that  figures  as  the  place  of  his 
birth,  with  the  civic  and  business  history  of 
which  the  name  of  the  Boor  family  has  been 
identified  since  the  pioneer  days,  besides  which, 
on  the  maternal  side,  he  is  a representative  of 
the  family  in  whose  honor  Bowerston  was 
named. 

Samuel  B.  Boor  was  bom  at  Bowerston  on 
the  17th  of  January,  1875,  and  is  a son  of  Wil- 
liam Henry  Boor  and  Mary  M.  (Bower)  Boor, 
whose  marriage  was  solemnized  on  the  IStb  of 
December,  1855.  It  is  specially  interesting  to 
record  that  the  parents  continued  to  reside  until 
their  death  in  the  house  which  became  their 
abode,  at  Bowerston.  at  the  time  of  their  mar- 
riage. William  Henry  Boor  was  bora  in  a log 
cabin  in  North  Township,  this  county,  on  the 
8th  of  March.  1835,  and  was  the  sixth  in  order 
of  birth  in  the  family  of  eleven  children  born 
to  Michael  and  Caroline  (Barantz)  Boor,  the 
former  of  whom  was  born  near  Carlisle.  Penn- 
sylvania, February  5,  1S97,  and  the  latter  near 
Harrisburg,  that  state,  on  the  10th  of  Septem- 
ber. 1802,  her  parents  having  come  from  Ger- 
many to  the  old  Keystone  state  in  the  pioneer 
days,  as  did  also  the  parents  of  Michael  Boor. 
About  the  year  1830  Michael  Boor  came  with  his 
family  through  the  wilderness  that  extended 
most  of  the  distance  between  Pennsylvania  and 
Ohio,  and  after  arriving  in  Harrison  County 
the  family  home  was  maintained  in  North 
Township  for  several  years.  In  the  late  ’30s 
Michael  Boor  established  his  residence  at  Bow- 
erston, where  for  a quarter  of  a century  there- 
after he  operated  a grist  mill.  He  then  became 
a pioneer  farmer  in  Van  Wert  County.  Ohio,  but 
in  1855  he  removed  to  DeKalb  County,  Indiana, 
and  resumed  his  association  with  the  milling 
business.  Eventually  he  located  on  a farm  in 
Defiance  County,  Ohio,  and  there  his  death  oc- 
curred in  1867.  his  widow  having  long  survived 
him  and  having  been  venerable  in  years  at  the 
time  of  her  death. 

William  Henry  Boor  was  reared  under  the 
conditions  that  marked  the  pioneer  period  in 
the  history  of  Harrison  County,  and  when  about 
sixteen  years  of  age  he  entered  upon  an  appren- 
ticeship to  the  trade  of  blacksmith.  In  Janu- 
ary, 1855,  he  rented  a shop  and  engaged 
independently  In  the  work  of  his  trade  at  Bow- 
erston. where  he  followed  this  vocation  until  the 
Civil  war  caused  him  to  subordinate  all  personal 
interests  and  to  tender  his  aid  in  defense  of 
the  Fnion.  On  the  13th  of  August,  1862.  he 
enlisted  in  Company  C.  One  Hundred  and 
Twenty-sixth  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  and  he 
proceeded  with  his  command  into  West  Vir- 
ginia. He  took  part  in  the  various  engagements 
in  which  his  regiment  was  involved,  up  to  and 
including  the  historic  battle  of  the  Wilderness* 
in  which  he  received  a gunshot  wound  in  the 
left  shoulder.  This  injury,  from  which  he 
never  fully  recovered,  incapacitated  him  until 
November,  1864.  when  he  rejoined  his  regiment 
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at  the  front  and  participated  in  the  two  battles 
at  Petersburg.  He  was  present  at  the  final 
surrender  and  was  with  the  Sixth  Army  Corps 
when  that  command  was  sent  forth  in  pursuit 
of  General  Johnston.  He  took  part  in  the 
Grand  Review  in  the  City  of  Washington,  where 
he  was  mustered  out,  and  after  returning  to 
Ohio  he  received  his  honorable  discharge,  at 
Columbus.  After  returning  home  Mr.  Boor 
continued  to  follow  his  trade,  at  Bowerston, 
until  1884,  when  he  turned  the  active  manage- 
ment of  the  business  over  to  one  of  his  sons. 
Thereafter  he  gave  his  attention  to  his  under- 
taking and  furniture  business  until  about  the 
year  1890,  subsequently  to  which  time  he  lived 
virtually  retired,  though  he  continued  to  give 
a general  supervision  to  his  farm  property,  near 
Bowerston,  until  his  death,  in  October,  1917, 
his  wife  having  passed  away  in  1898.  Mrs. 
Boor  was  born  in  Monroe  Township,  near 
Bowerston,  and  was  a daughter  of  Henry 
Bower,  a member  of  the  representative  pio- 
neer family  in  whose  honor  Bowerston  was 
named.  Mr.  Boor  was  a staunch  republican, 
and  though  he  never  sought  public  oflice  he 
gave  long  and  effective  service  as  constable  and 
as  a member  of  the  municipal  board  of  trustees 
of  Bowerston.  He  was  a charter  member  of 
R.  M.  Lyon  Post,  No.  405,  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic,  of  which  he  served  as  commander, 
besides  holding  the  office  of  post  chaplain  for 
two  years,  and  he  was  also  a charter  member 
of  and  influential  figure  in  the  local  tent  of  the 
Knights  of  the  Maccabees.  Mr.  Boor  was  the 
virtual  founder  of  the  United  Brethren  Church 
at  Bowerston,  has  supervision  of  the  erection 
of  the  church  building  and  long  held  official 
j>osition  In  this  church,  of  which  he  and  his 
wife  were  zealous  and  honored  members  for 
fully  forty  years  prior  to  their  death.  They 
became  the  parents  of  thirteen  children,  of 
whom  six  sons  and  three  daughters  are  living 
at  the  time  of  this  writing,  in  1921. 

Samuel  B.  Boor  is  indebted  to  the  public 
schools  of  Bowerston  for  his  early  education, 
and  as  a youth  he  learned  the  tinner’s  trade, 
as  well  as  gaining  a thorough  knowledge  of  the 
furnace  business.  In  1899  he  became  associated 
with  his  brother.  D.  William,  in  the  purchase 
of  their  father’s  furniture  and  undertaking  busi- 
ness, and  two  years  later  he  purchased  his 
brother’s  Interest  in  this  enterprise.  In  the 
spring  of  1901  he  sold  the  business  to  William 
Arbaugh,  and  in  the  meanwhile  he  had  been 
continuously  an  interested  principal  in  a hard- 
ware. tinning  and  furnace  business  in  his  na- 
tive village.  To  this  latter  enterprise  he  gave 
his  attention  about  three  years,  and  thereafter 
he  was  again  associated  with  his  brother  in 
the  undertaking  business  until  June.  1917,  when 
he  sold  his  interest  to  his  brother.  Since  1901 
he  has  conducted  a well  equipped  general  hard- 
ware, tinning  and  furnace  establishment  at 
Bowerston.  and  the  substantial  and  representa- 
tive patronage  Indicates  alike  the  effectiveness 
of  service  given  by  and  the  personal  popularity 
of  the  proprietor.  In  1904  Mr.  Boor  became 
one  of  the  organizers  and  incorporators  of  the 
First  National  Bank  of  Bowerston.  and  he  has 
served  continuously  as  a director  of  this  institu- 


tion since  1905.  In  1914  he  w’as  elected  vice 
president  of  the  bank,  and  since  191G  he  has 
served  as  its  president,  his  careful  executive 
policies  having  done  much  to  further  the  pros- 
perity of  this  substantial  and  well  ordered  in- 
stitution. 

The  political  allegiance  of  Mr.  Boor  is  given 
unreservedly  to  the  republican  party  and  his 
civic  loyalty  has  been  showm  in  effective  service 
as  clerk  of  Monroe  Township,  a position  of 
which  he  wras  the  incumbent  two  terms;  by  two 
terms  of  service  as  a member  of  the  village 
council ; and  by  effective  connection  with  the 
Board  of  Education,  of  which  he  has  been  a 
member  since  1912.  At  Bowerston  Mr.  Boor 
holds  membership  in  the  organization  of  the 
Knights  of  Pythias  and  the  Knights  of  the 
Maccabees;  at  Leesville,  Carroll  County,  he  is 
affiliated  with  the  Ixxige  of  Free  and  Accepted 
Masons  and  the  adjunct  chapter  of  the  Order 
of  the  Eastern  Star,  of  w’hich  he  is  serving  as 
worthy  patron  at  the  time  of  this  writing,  in 
the  summer  of  1920.  At  Uhrlchsville,  Tuscara- 
was County,  his  Masonic  affiliations  are  ampli- 
fied by  his  membership  in  Cyrus  Chapter,  No. 
114.  Royal  Arch  Masons;  Gebel  Council,  No. 
56,  Royal  and  Select  Masters;  and  Saint  Ber- 
nard Commandery,  No.  51,  Knights  Templar. 
He  and  his  wife  are  zealous  members  of  the 
United  Brethren  Church  at  Bow’erston.  and  he 
has  served  as  a member  of  its  Board  of  Trustees 
for  nearly  a quarter  of  a century. 

In  June.  1901,  wTas  solemnized  the  marriage 
of  Mr.  Boor  to  Miss  Nellie  May  Albaugh,  daugh- 
ter of  William  J.  and  Mary  Albaugh,  of  Bowers- 
ton. and  the  one  child  of  this  union  is  William 
A.,  who  w*ns  born  April  8,  1911. 

Da niki.  J.  Little,  one  of  the  substantial 
farmers  of  Carroll  County,  ow*ns  a fine  farm  of 
160  acres  in  Rose  Tow’nship.  which  he  has 
brought  into  a high  state  of  cultivation.  He  is 
a son  of  D*  niel  and  Rosanna  (Mow*e)  Little, 
m l a grandson  of  Mathias  Little.  wTho  came  to 
Ameri  from  Switzerland  in  1809  with  his 
wife,  Barbara,  and  four  children,  and  first  lo- 
cated on  a small  farm  near  Carrollton,  Ohio. 
Later  he  moved  to  Morges,  Rose  Tow’nship.  and 
was  engaged  in  farming  and  working  at  his 
trade  as  a tinker.  Still  later  he  owmed  a small 
farm  near  Lindentree,  Rose  Township,  and 
there  he  died  in  1840,  and  is  buried  at  Morges. 
His  wife  died  in  1856. 

Daniel  Little  was  the  youngest  of  his  parents’ 
children,  and  one  of  his  brothers  is  Frank  Little, 
of  Stark  County.  Ohio.  Another  brother  is 
Christian  Little,  of  Cedar  Rapids.  Iowa.  One 
sister.  Barbara,  now  Mrs.  John  Wagner,  lives 
in  Carroll  County,  Ohio,  and  the  other,  Susan 
Newport,  of  Owen  County,  Indiana.  Growing 
up  on  bis  father’s  farm.  Dmiel  Little  attended 
the  public  schools  of  Carrollton  and  Morges 
during  the  winter  months,  and  adopted  farm- 
ing as  his  life  w’ork.  He  and  his  wife  had  six 
children,  namely:  Rebecca,  who  is  Mrs.  Hoob- 
ler.  has  three  sons  and  tw’o  daughters;  Mrs. 
Sarah  Davy,  who  lived  in  Rose  Township  where 
she  died  in  1919,  has  three  daughters  and  one 
son ; James  Harvey,  wTho  died  in  1891  at  the 
age  of  forty;  Marion,  who  died  at  the  age  of 
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thirty-six  years;  I.  Wilkes,  who  lives  in  Stark 
County ; and  Daniel  J.,  whose  name  heads  this 
review.  The  father  of  this  family  died  in  Rose 
Township,  where  he  had  always  resided,  in 
1905,  the  mother  having  passed  away  in  1889. 

Daniel  J.  Little  attended  District  School  No. 
2,  in  Rose  Township,  during  the  winter  months 
until  he  was  twenty  years  old,  and  in  the  sum- 
mertime assisted  his  father  with  the  work  on 
the  farm.  On  September  2,  1886,  he  was  mar- 
ried to  Molly  E.  Finefrock,  a daughter  of  Eman- 
uel and  Rebecca  Jane  (Robertson)  Finefrock, 
of  Rose  Township.  Following  his  marriage  Mr. 
Little  rented  a farm  of  eighty  acres  in  Rose 
Township  for  eighteen  months,  and  then  moved 
to  another  eighty-acre  farm  one  mile  north  of 
the  first  one.  In  1888  he  bought  this  latter 
farm,  and  lived  on  it  until  1910.  when  he  bought 
his  present  one,  on  which  he  has  since  lived. 
On  September  22.  1920,  he  sold  his  first  farm 
at  a fair  profit.  All  the  time  he  has  been  farm- 
ing he  has  raised  a general  line  of  crops,  and 
has  been  very  successful.  He  is  a democrat, 
and  very  staunch  in  his  support  of  his  party. 
The  Lutheran  Church  of  Rose  Township  holds 
his  membership. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Little  became  the  parents  of 
the  following  children : Walter  Curtis,  who 

married  Sarah  Jones  of  Harrison  Township,  has 
one  child,  Irvin  Daniel:  Verna  May,  who  is 
Mrs.  George  Borland  of  Harrison  Township,  has 
one  child,  Ralph  Howard:  Ralph  Forest,  who 
married  Nannie  Dunlap,  of  Magnolia,  Ohio,  has 
one  son.  Roy  Donald : and  Donald  Wilbur,  who 
is  now  at  home.  Forest  was  drafted  Into  the 
United  States  Army  in  September,  1918,  at  Car- 
rollton, Ohio,  and  sent  to  Camp  Sherman,  Infer 
to  Camp  Cole,  at  Gettysburg.  Pennsylvania,  and 
three  weeks  later  was  transferred  to  Camp  Dix. 
New  Jersey.  After  three  weeks  in  the  last 
named  camp,  he  was  returned  to  Camp  Sher- 
man, and  honorably  discharged. 

Oliver  J.  Davis  has  resided  since  the  year 
1910  on  his  present  farm  of  eighty  acres,  in 
Monroe  Township,  Carroll  County,  the  place  be- 
ing situated  seven  miles  southwest  of  Carroll- 
ton on  rural  mail  route  No.  4 from  that  city. 
He  is  known  as  one  of  the  enterprising  farmers 
and  loyal  and  progressive  citizens  of  his  native 
township  and  county,  and  is  here  a representa- 
tive of  the  third  generation  of  the  family,  his 
grandfather.  George  Davis,  having  been  one  of 
the  substantial  pioneer  farmers  of  Carroll 
County  and  having  here  remained  until  his 
death.  The  elder  of  his  two  children  was 
David,  father  of  Oliver  J..  of  this  sketch. 

Oliver  Jackson  Davis  was  born  in  Monroe 
Townshjp.  this  county.  In  the  year  1874.  and  is 
a son  of  David  and  Margaret  (Pittenger)  Davis. 
David  Davis  was  born  June  5.  1880,  in  Monroe 
Township  and  passed  his  entire  life  in  Carroll 
County,  where  lie  paid  close  allegiance  to  farm 
industrv  from  the  time  of  his  youth  until  his 
death,  which  occurred  March  10,  1919.  his  wife 
having  passed  to  the  life  eternal  in  December. 
1914.  Oliver  J.  Davis  was  the  third  of  their 
four  children.  The  parents  were  earnest  mem- 
bers of  the  Presbyterian  Church  and  the  father 


gave  his  political  support  to  the  republican 

party. 

The  district  schools  of  his  native  township 
afforded  Oliver  J.  Davis  his  early  educational 
advantages,  and  when  a mere  boy  he  began  to 
aid  in  the  work  of  the  home  farm,  In  which 
connection  he  learned  the  lessons  of  practical 
industry  and  came  to  place  true  value  upon 
honest  toil  and  endeavor.  At  the  age  of  eight- 
een years  he  varied  his  experience  by  finding 
employment  in  a saw  mill,  and  with  this  line 
of  industrial  operations  he  continued  his  asso- 
ciation at  intervals  until  1906.  His  independent 
farm  enterprise  was  initiated  by  his  renting  a 
farm  of  seventy  acres,  in  Monroe  Township, 
where  he  remained  three  years.  He  then,  in 
1910,  purchased  and  removed  to  his  present 
farm,  which  he  has  since  continued  the  stage 
of  his  successful  activities  as  an  agriculturist 
and  stock-grower.  Mr.  Davis  pays  allegiance 
to  the  republican  party  and  takes  loyal  interest 
in  community  affairs,  though  he  has  manifested 
no  desire  for  political  activity  or  public  office. 
He  and  his  wife  hold  membership  in  the  Metho- 
dist Episcopal  Church  at  Leavittsville. 

In  the  year  1906  was  solemnized  the  marriage 
of  Mr.  Davis  to  Miss  Mary  M.  Brower,  daugh- 
ter of  Israel  and  Rebecca  (Rutledge)  Brower, 
of  Monroe  Township,  and  the  four  children  of 
this  union  are  Dora  Ann,  David  Israel.  Wilbur 
Evan  and  Helen  Nancy. 

Vallandigham  May.  As  a class  the  farmers 
of  Carroll  County  are  way  beyond  the  average 
both  as  to  methods  and  production,  and  among 
those  who  are  maintaining  this  commendable 
prestige  none  stands  higher  than  Vallandigham 
May.  owner  of  102  acres  of  valuable  land  in 
Rose  Township.  He  was  born  in  Rose  Town- 
ship. March  24,  1873.  a son  of  James  B.  and 
Catherine  (Bowers)  May.  The  paternal  grand- 
father was  born  in  Ireland,  but  came  to  the 
United  States  in  an  early  day  and  located  in 
Pennsylvania,  where  he  was  first  engaged  in 
hauling  merchandise  from  Pitsburgh  to  Phila- 
delphia and  back  again.  In  those  days  horses 
and  wagons  were  used  and  on  one  occasion  he 
hauled  a four-horse  load  of  money,  gold  and 
silver  put  up  in  bags.  He  later  became  a 
farmer  and  continued  his  agricultural  opera- 
tions after  he  moved  to  Rose  Township,  where 
ho  died.  His  wife,  whose  maiden  name  was 
Mary  Bailley,  also  died  in  this  township.  They 
had  five  sons  and  three  daughters,  of  whom 
James  B.  May  was  the  youngest,  and  he  lived 
on  his  father’s  homestead  until  he  retired.  His 
death  occurred  September  9.  1918,  and  his  wife 
passed  away  August  10.  1.898.  Of  their  family 
of  five  sons  and  two  daughters.  Vallandigham 
is  the  eldest. 

Until  he  was  seventeen  years  old  Vallandig- 
hani  May  attended  District  School  No.  4.  Rose 
Township,  dining  the  winter  months,  and  then 
became  self-supi>orting.  assisting  his  father  in 
operating  the  homestead  of  147  acres  of  land, 
working  for  the  neighbors,  and  helping  with 
threshing,  saw-milling,  and  other  tasks  in  order 
to  get  a start  in  life.  After  he  was  married  he 
rented  fifty  acres  of  the  home  farm,  and  while 
conducting  it,  also  worked  in  the  coal  mines  at 
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Lindentree,  Ohio.  Still  later  he  spent  four 
years  as  a coal  miner  and  machine  boss  for  L. 
Davis  R»  R.  Mining  Company  at  Hoff’s  Run. 
A thrifty  man,  he  saved  his  money  and  in  1909 
was  able  to  buy  his  present  farm  of  102  acres, 
and  since  then  has  devoted  himself  to  its  cul- 
tivation. A hard  worker,  he  has  made  many 
improvements  upon  his  farm  and  takes  a pride 
in  keeping  everything  in  good  order.  He  has 
many  warm  friends. 

In  1899  Mr.  May  was  united  in  marriage 
with  Anna  Dieringer,  a daughter  of  Augustus 
and  Elizabeth  (Docker)  Dieringer,  of  German 
stock.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  May  have  two  children, 
namely:  William  Ambrose  and  Lyle  Dieringer, 
both  of  whom  are  at  home. 

During  the  late  war  Grover  C.  May.  a younger 
brother  of  Mr.  May,  entered  the  United  States 
Army  at  Carrollton,  Ohio,  as  a member  of  the 
First  Remount  Squadron,  Three  Hundred  and 
Thirteenth  Regiment,  and  served  overseas  in 
France. 

McKinney  V.  Gault  now  resides  in  the  Vil- 
lage of  Germano,  German  Township,  Harrison 
County,  but  still  gives  a general  supervision  to 
his  farm  properties  in  this  township,  which 
has  represented  his  home  from  the  time  of  his 
birth.  On  both  the  paternal  and  maternal 
sides  he  is  a scion  of  sterling  pioneer  families 
of  Harrison  County,  and  one  of  his  sons  repre- 
sented the  county  as  a gallant  young  soldier 
with  the  American  Expeditionary  Forces  In 
France  in  the  great  World  war.  In  which  he 
sacrificed  his  life,  as  will  be  more  definitely 
noted  in  a later  paragraph. 

Mr.  Gault  was  born  in  German  Township  on 
the  6th  of  February,  1868.  and  is  a son  of 
George  M.  and  Lucinda  (Betz)  Gault,  whose 
marriage  was  solemnized  October  28,  1849. 
George  M.  Gault  was  bom  in  Washington 
County,  Pennsylvania,  September  24.  1826,  and 
was  a son  of  John  and  Nancy  (McKinney) 
Gault,  both  likewise  natives  of  the  old  Keystone 
state.  John  Gault  did  not  become  an  early 
settler  in  Harrison  County.  Ohio,  but  the  county 
had  not  yet  emerged  from  pioneer  conditions 
at  the  time  when  he  established  himself  as  a 
farmer  in  German  Township,  where  he  and  his 
wife  continued  to  reside  until  their  deaths,  both 
having  been  members  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church.  They  became  the  parents  of  four  chil- 
dren— George  M..  Eliza.  Mary  and  Margaret. 
John  Gault  was  a miller  by  vocation  in  the 
earlier  part  of  his  career  in  his  native  county 
(Washington)  in  Pennsylvania,  whence  he  came 
to  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  in  1837.  the  re- 
mainder of  his  active  life  having  been  given  to 
farming. 

George  M.  Gault  was  about  ten  years  old  at 
the  time  of  the  family  removal  to  Harrison 
County,  where  he  was  reared  to  manhood  in 
German  Township.  That  he  made  good  use  of 
the  educational  advantages  afforded  him.  is 
shown  by  the  fact  that  as  a young  man  he  was 
a successful  teacher  in  the  district  schools,  in 
both  Harrison  and  Jefferson  counties.  He  was 
a man  of  energy  and  ambition,  achieved  prece- 
dence as  one  of  the  substantial  farmers  of  Ger- 
man Township,  where  he  accumulated  a 


valuable  property  of  more  than  200  acres,  and 
no  citizen  commanded  higher  place  in  popular 
confidence  and  good  will.  He  served  as  town- 
ship trustee  and  Justice  of  the  peace,  was  in- 
fluential in  public  affairs  in  the  community* 
and  both  he  and  his  wife  held  membership  in 
the  Presbyterian  Church.  Mrs.  Lucinda  (Betz) 
Gault  was  born  in  Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  on 
the  10th  of  January,  1830,  and  was  a daughter 
of  William  and  Elizabeth  (Viers)  Betz.  Wil- 
liam Betz  was  born  in  Northumberland  County 
Pennsylvania,  November  8,  1778,  and  his  early 
education  included  Instruction  in  both  English 
and  German.  April  22,  1812,  recorded  his  mar- 
riage to  Elizabeth  Viers,  who  was  born  August 
2,  1795,  and  they  were  numbered  among  the 
early  settlers  of  German  Township,  Harrison 
County,  Ohio,  where  he  reclaimed  a farm  from 
the  forest  wilds  and  where  he  and  his  wife  were 
honored  pioneer  citizens  at  the  time  of  their 
deaths.  As  a young  man  Mr.  Betz  was  a suc- 
cessful school  teacher,  and  he  served  six  months 
under  General  Harrison  in  the  Mexican  war, 
after  having  established  his  home  in  Ohio. 
William  and  Elizabeth  (Viers)  Betz  became  the 
parents  of  seven  children — Rebecca,  Eliza.  Per- 
milia.  Margaret  Eve,  Lucinda,  Brice  Edington 
and  John  McCourtney.  Mr.  Betz  died  on  the  3d 
of  April,  1881,  his  wife  having  passed  away 
June  6,  1863. 

George  M.  Gault  was  about  seventy-nine  years 
of  age  at  the  time  of  his  death  and  his  wife 
passed  away  at  the  age  of  sixty-three  years. 
They  became  the  parents  of  five  children  : John 
and  Lauretta  are  deceased;  lantha  is  the  wife 
of  William  J.  Whigham,  of  Carroll  County; 
William  V.  is  deceased;  and  McKinney  V.,  of 
this  review,  is  the  youngest  of  the  number. 

McKinney  V.  Gault  found  his  chllrfhood  and 
youth  compassed  by  the  invigorating  influences 
of  the  home  farm,  and  his  early  educational 
advantages  were  those  offered  in  the  district 
schools  of  German  Township.  His  entire  active 
career  has  been  marked  by  association  with  pro- 
gressive farm  industry  in  his  native  township, 
where  he  Is  now  the  owner  of  177%  acres  (in 
separate  tracts)  and  where  he  still  maintains 
supervision  of  the  various  details  of  farm  enter- 
prise. though  he  and  his  wife  have  resided  in 
the  Village  of  Germano  since  the  year  1906. 
His  political  allegiance  is  given  to  the  demo- 
cratic party  and  he  and  his  wife  are  active 
members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  at 
Germano,  in  which  he  has  served  as  a member 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

June  12,  1890.  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Gault  to  Miss  Cora  Davidson,  daughter  of 
Cicero  and  Mary  (O’Connell)  Davidson,  of  Jef- 
ferson County.  Of  this  union  have  been  born 
five  children — Wilma  C.,  Rose  D..  George  M.t 
Arthur  L.  and  John  Cw  all  of  whom  are  living 
except  George  M.  Wilma  O.  is  the  wife  of  John 
W.  Kohler.  Rose  D.  married  McCoy  Benedict, 
and  became  the  mother  of  two  children,  Kenneth 
and  Eileen,  of  whom,  the  former  is  deceased. 
Her  second  marriage  was  to  Frank  Johnson,  of 
Tuscarawas  County. 

George  M.  Gault,  eldest  son  of  him  to  whom 
this  review  is  dedicated,  entered  the  nation’s 
military  service  on  the  27th  of  May,  1918,  and 
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after  having  been  stationed  seven  weeks  at 
Camp  Gordon,  and  on  the  21st  of  July,  1918, 
he  embarked  on  the  trans]K>rt  that  conveyed 
him  to  France,  where  he  was  assigned  to  the 
Fifty-ninth  Machine  Gun  Battalion  of  the 
Fourth  Division  of  the  American  Expeditionary 
Forces.  He  arrived  at  the  front  on  the  15th  of 
September,  1918,  had  his  full  share  of  the  heavy 
and  hazardous  service  thus  implied,  and  after 
the  signing  of  the  historic  armistice  he  became 
a part  of  the  allied  army  of  occupation  in  Ger- 
many. There  he  was  attacked  with  bronchial 
pneumonia,  was  sent  to  an  American  hospital, 
and  his  death  there  occurred  four  days  later, 
on  the  4th  of  December,  1918.  The  name  of 
George  M.  Gault  has  place  on  the  honor  roll  of 
Ohio’s  gallant  young  men  who  thus  made  the 
supreme  sacrifice  in  connection  with  the  na- 
tion’s participation  in  the  World  war. 

William  J.  Caldwell  is,  with  all  of  consist- 
ency, to  be  designated  as  one  of  the  representa- 
tive exponents  of  farming  in  German  Township, 
Harrison  County,  where  he  has  maintained  his 
residence  since  1909  and  w’here  he  is  the  owner 
of  a fine  farm  of  235  acres,  this  being  the 
effective  stage  of  his  progressive  and  well  or- 
dered activities  as  an  agriculturist  and  stock- 
grower. 

William  James  Caldwell  was  born  in  Wheel- 
ing Township,  Belmont  County,  Ohio,  on  the 
23d  of  May,  1885,  and  is  a son  of  William  T. 
and  Mary  E.  (Price)  Caldwell,  the  latter  a 
daughter  of  James  and  Nancy  (Williams)  Price 
and  a granddaughter  of  the  late  James  Price, 
who  was  a prosperous  farmer  in  Belmont 
County  for  many  years  prior  to  his  death. 
James  Price  and  his  wife  were  active  members 
of  the  Uhited  Presbyterian  Church,  in  the  faith 
of  which  they  reared  their  three  children — John, 
Luther  and  Mary  E.  William  T.  Caldwell  was 
born  In  Richland  Township,  Belmont  County, 
where  he  and  his  wife  still  maintain  their  home 
and  where  he  has  long  been  numbered  among 
the  representative  farmers  of  Wheeling  Town- 
ship, both  he  and  his  wife  being  members  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  as  were  also  his  par- 
ents, William  and  Mary  J.  (Bell)  Caldwell, 
who  were  honored  pioneers  of  Belmont  County, 
where  the  father  became  a successful  farmer, 
he  having  been  a native  of  Ireland.  William 
and  Mary  J.  (Bell)  Caldwell  became  the  par- 
ents of  eleven  children,  and  the  names  of  those 
who  attained  to  years  of  maturity  are  here 
noted:  John,  Patrick  B.,  Jennie,  Anna,  Robert 

B. .  William  T.,  George  A.  and  Sarah.  William 
T.  Caldwell  is  the  owner  of  an  excellent  farm 
of  160  acres  and  is  one  of  the  prominent  citi- 
zens of  Wheeling  Township.  Belmont  County, 
where  he  and  his  wife  are  zealous  members  of 
the  United  Presbyterian  Church  at  Cniontown. 
To  them  have  been  born  ten  children — Colena 
(died  in  young  womanhood),  Mary  B.  (Mrs. 
Charles  H.  Campbell),  Nancy  (Mrs.  Frederick 

C.  Wilkinson),  William  James,  Charles,  Ethel, 
George  (deceased),  John.  Walter  and  Sarah. 

To  the  district  schools  of  his  native  township 
Is  William  J.  Caldwell  indebted  for  his  early 
education,  and  he  continued  thereafter  to  be 
associated  with  the  work  of  his  father’s  farm 


until  he  assumed  connubial  responsibilities  and 
established  a home  of  his  own.  After  his  mar- 
riage, in  1909.  he  and  his  wife  established  their 
residence  on  their  present  fine  homestead  farm, 
and  here  he  has  had  no  difficulty  in  maintain- 
ing prestige  as  one  of  the  enterprising  and  suc- 
cessful representatives  of  agricultural  and  live- 
stock industry  in  Harrison  County,  the  while 
he  and  his  wife  have  secure  place  in  the  con- 
fidence and  esteem  of  their  home  community. 
They  hold  membership  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  neighboring  Village  of  Annap- 
olis, Jefferson  County,  and  in  politics  he  is 
aligned  in  the  ranks  of  the  Democratic  party. 

On  the  25th  of  November,  1909.  was  recorded 
the  marriage  of  Mr.  Caldwell  to  Miss  Katharine 
Armstrong,  daughter  of  John  and  Martha 
(Trussed)  Armstrong,  of  Belmont  County,  no 
children  having  been  born  of  this  union. 

Samuel  D.  Henry.  Harrison  County,  Ohio, 
enjoys  a well  deserved  reputation  as  a great 
agricultural  district  because  of  the  fertility  of 
the  soil,  which  has  been  splendidly  developed 
through  the  efforts  and  enterprise  of  such  pro- 
gressive farmers  as  Samuel  D.  Henry,  who  for 
years  has  been  engaged  in  agricultural  opera- 
tions in  this  county. 

Mr.  Henry  was  born  in  Stock  Township,  Har- 
rison County,  Ohio,  September  4,  1875.  He  is  a 
son  of  Mathew  and  Elizabeth  (Miller)  Henry, 
the  former  born  in  Washington  County,  this 
state,  and  the  latter  in  Stock  Township.  Harri- 
son County.  His  mother  is  a daughter  of  Rossel 
and  Carrie  Miller. 

Mathew  Henry  accompanied  his  parents 
while  he  was  yet  a child,  to  Harrison  County, 
w’here  they  settled  and  where  he  grew  to  man- 
hood. residing  throughout  his  active  years  in 
Stock  Township.  Mathew  Henry  was  twice 
married  and  by  his  first  wife  became  the  father 
of  the  following  children : Mathew’,  who  served 
as  a soldier  in  the  Civil  war;  Finley.  James, 
Thomas.  Callie,  Maggie,  Elizabeth  and  Alexan- 
der who  died  a short  time  after  his  marriage. 
After  the  death  of  his  first  wife  he  married 
Elizabeth  Miller  and  to  this  union  five  children 
were  bom:  Isabel.  Julia,  Law’son.  and  Samuel 

D.  and  Nannie  M..  twins. 

Throughout  his  boyhood  days  Samuel  D. 
Henry  wfas  a pupil  in  the  district  schools  of 
Stock  Township  and  continued  to  attend  school 
until  he  W’as  fifteen  years  old.  About  this  time 
he  started  working  out  on  farms  on  his  own 
account  and  remained  thus  engaged  until  he 
w’as  twenty-eight  years  old,  in  the  intervening 
years  exercising  habits  of  thrift  which  enabled 
him  to  acquire  a farm  of  his  ow’n.  Mr.  Henry 
is  now*  the  owner  of  a compact  and  well-kept 
holding  of  174  acres  of  prime  land  located  in 
Stock  Towmship,  and  here  he  has  been  success- 
fully engaged  since  his  marriage  in  general 
farming  ojierations  and  stock  raising,  close,  busi- 
nesslike attention  to  his  w’ork  always  insuring 
a ready  market  for  his  produce. 

May  24,  1904,  Mr.  Henry  was  united  in  mar- 
riage to  Miss  Lucy  L.  Cope,  bom  in  Nottingham 
Township.  Harrison  County.  October  28,  1881. 
a daughter  of  Jacob  and  Amanda  (Rose)  Cope. 
Mrs.  Henry  is  a half-sister  to  Isaac  S.  Cope. 
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Mr.  and  Mrs.  Henry  are  the  parents  of  three 
children:  Frances  Viola,  Wilson  S.  and  Willis 
S.,  the  latter  being  twins. 

Mr.  Henry,  while  not  activdy  engaged  In 
politics,  gives  a good  citizen's  attention  to  all 
movements  calculated  to  advance  the  best  inter- 
ests of  his  native  township  and  county.  Mrs. 
Henry  is  an  earnest  member  of  the  Minkvllle 
Christian  Church,  In  the  good  works  of  which 
she  has  always  displayed  a warm  Interest. 

Frank  R.  Stewart.  A progressive  and  pros- 
perous farmer  of  Stock  Township,  Harrison 
County,  Frank  R.  Stewart  displays  sound  Judg- 
ment and  marked  ability  In  his  agricultural 
operations,  and  In  the  work  to  which  he  Is  giv- 
ing his  time  and  attention  Is  meeting  with  un- 
doubted success,  the  greater  part  of  his  land 
being  under  cultivation,  while  his  Improvements 
are  of  a practical  and  substantial  character. 
A son  of  the  late  James  Cooper  Stewart,  he 
was  born,  January  28,  1877,  In  Uhrlchsvllle, 
Ohio,  coming  on  paternal  side  of  Irish  an- 
cestry, his  grandfather,  James  Stewart,  Jr.,  and 
his  great-grandfather,  James  Stewart,  Sr.,  hav- 
ing been  born  in  Ireland,  while  on  the  maternal 
side  he  Is  of  French  lineage,  his  maternal  grand- 
father, William  Mozena,  having  been  a French- 
man. 

James  Stewart,  Sr.,  was  born,  bred  and  edu- 
cated In  Ireland.  Coming  with  his  family  to 
America  In  1812,  he  lived  for  about  a year  In 
New  York  state,  moving  from  there  to  Wash- 
ington County,  Pennsylvania.  Settling  In  Har- 
rison County,  Ohio,  In  1820,  he  entered  180 
acres  of  land  In  Stock  Township,  and  on  the 
farm  which  he  hewed  from  the  forest  spent  the 
remainder  of  his  life,  dying  at  a comparatively 
early  age.  He  was  a man  of  great  physical 
vigor,  exceptionally  strong,  and  a great  worker. 
One  summer  day  he  cradled  seven  acres  of  oats, 
and  when  he  finished  In  the  evening  laid  down 
to  rest  under  a maple  tree.  He  took  a severe 
cold,  from  which  he  never  recovered,  his  death 
occurring  a very  few  days  later.  To  him  and 
his  wife,  eight  children  were  born,  namely: 
James,  Robert,  Charles,  Thomas,  Erasmus, 
Sarah,  Mary  and  Jane. 

James  Stewart,  Jr.,  was  born  in  County 
Tyrone,  Ireland,  in  1809,  and  at  the  age  of  three 
years  came  with  his  parents  to  America,  being 
six  weeks  in  crossing  the  ocean  In  a sailing 
vessel.  He  completed  his  education  In  the  rural 
schools  of  Stock  Township,  which  were  then 
supported  by  subscription.  Turning  his  atten- 
tion to  agriculture  when  young,  he  bought  the 
farm  now  occupied  by  Robison  B.  Stewart,  and 
was  there  employed  in  tilling  the  soil  until  his 
death.  December  28,  1878,  putting  a part  of  Its 
128  acres  under  culture.  He  married  Jane  Pat- 
terson, who  was  born  in  Ireland  In  1811,  and 
came  with  her  parents  to  Ohio  in  childhood. 
Her  father,  Samuel  Patterson,  came  with  his 
wife  and  children  to  America  about  1812,  hav- 
ing a tedious  voyage  of  six  weeks  on  the  broad 
Atlantic,  and  a few  months  after  landing  In 
New  York  came  to  Stock  Township,  Harrison 
County,  Ohio,  and  having  taken  up  land  from 
the  Government  began  the  Improvement  of  a 
homestead.  While  thus  employed,  he  was  acci- 


dentally killed  while  working  in  the  timber,  a 
log  rolling  over  him,  causing  injuries  from 
which  he  died.  To  him  and  his  wife,  whose 
maiden  name  was  Jane  Kelley,  seven  children 
were  bora,  David,  Joseph,  William,  John,  Sam- 
uel, James  and  Jane.  Both  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Sam- 
uel Patterson  were  devout  members  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  James  Stewart,  Jr.,  and 
his  wife,  Jane  (Patterson)  Stewart,  were  the 
parents  of  nine  children,  as  follows:  David,  who 
spent  the  larger  part  of  his  life  In  Kansas,  died 
there  in  1900;  John,  of  Akron,  Ohio;  Samuel, 
formerly  of  Carroll  County,  Ohio,  spent  his  last 
years  in  California;  Jane  Anna,  who  married 
Wesley  Ferrel;  James  C.,  father  of  Frank  R.; 
Calvin  T.,  formerly  of  Tuscarawas  County, 
Ohio,  Is  not  living;  Elizabeth  married  Joslah 
Thompson ; Frances  became  the  wife  of  Byron 
Anderson;  and  Robison,  a well  known  farmer 
of  Stock  Township,  married  Rebecca  Jane 
Fisher.  Both  parents  were  active  members  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church. 

A native  of  Stock  Township,  James  Cooper 
Stewart  was  bora  on  the  home  farm  May  10, 
1842,  and  there  grew  to  man’s  estate.  The  life 
of  a farmer  not  appealing  to  him,  he  entered 
the  employ  of  a railroad  company  at  Uhrlchs- 
vllle, Ohio,  and  was  accidentally  killed  In  the 
Dennison  Railroad  Yards,  at  Dennison,  Ohio, 
on  April  15,  1882.  He  married  Mary  Mozena, 
who  was  bora  in  Uhrlchsvllle,  Ohio,  April  19, 
1842,  a daughter  of  William  Mozena,  a native 
of  France.  They  left  two  children,  Thomas,  a 
resident  of  San  Diego,  California;  and  Frank 
R.  The  mother  died  August  25,  1881. 

After  the  death  of  his  parents,  Frank  R. 
Stewart  came  to  Stock  Township,  <Efiarrison 
County,  to  live  with  his  aunt,  Mrs.  Catherine 
Anderson.  On  attaining  his  majority,  he  began 
farming  on  his  own  account,  and  has  met  with 
highly  gratifying  results.  His  fine  farm  of  108 
acres  is  well  improved,  and  amply  supplied 
with  all  the  machinery  and  equipments  neces- 
sary for  carrying  on  general  farming  after  the 
most  approved  methods.  He  makes  stock  rais- 
ing a part  of  his  work,  and  finds  it  a paying 
branch  of  agriculture. 

Mr.  Stewart  married,  March  22,  1899,  Eliza- 
beth Taggart,  a daughter  of  Samuel  and  Mar- 
garet Taggart,  and  their  pleasant  household  has 
been  brightened  by  the  birth  of  eight  children, 
namely:  James  Russell,  who  died  in  childhood; 
Robert  S. ; Margaret;  Alvin  T. ; Catherine; 
Anna ; Charles  and  Harold.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Stew- 
art belong  to  the  Presbyterian  Church  at 
Deersville. 

Okey  L.  German  Is  another  of  the  native 
sons  of  Carroll  County  who  is  here  making  an 
excellent  record  In  connection  with  progressive 
farm  Industry,  and  the  stage  of  his  operations 
In  the  old  homestead  farm,  in  Monroe  Town- 
ship, on  which  his  birth  occurred,  the  date  of 
his  nativity  having  been  March  16,  1894,  and 
he  being  a son  of  J.  R.  and  Martha  C.  (Ander- 
son) German,  both  representatives  of  well 
known  pioneer  families  of  this  section  of  the 
Buckeye  State.  J.  R.  German  likewise  is  a na- 
tive of  Carroll  County,  and  has  been  continu- 
ously Identified  with  farm  enterprise  In  this 
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county  from  the  time  of  his  youth,  the  founders 
of  the  German  family  in  this  county  having 
come  to  Ohio  from  Virginia  about  the  year  1828. 

Okey  Leroy  German  continued  his  studies  in 
the  public  schools  of  Carroll  County  until  he 
was  graduated,  with  the  honors  of  his  class,  in 
the  Dellroy  High  School,  in  1914.  Thereafter 
he  continued  his  alliance  with  farm  enterprise 
until  his  marriage,  in  1917,  and  since  that  im- 
portant event  in  his  career  he  has  gained  stand- 
ing as  one  of  the  most  progressive  agriculturists 
and  stock-growers  of  the  younger  generation  in 
his  native  county,  where  he  owns  his  well  im- 
proved farm,  of  105  acres.  Mr.  German  makes 
a specialty  of  raising  registered  Duroc- Jersey 
swine,  and  is  giving  much  study  and  experi- 
mentation to  this  feature  of  farm  industry,  his 
progressive  policies  being  such  as  to  insure  to 
him  cumulative  success,  and  he  being  a careful 
and  appreciative  reader  of  the  leading  farm 
papers.  He  is  an  active  member  of  the 
Farmers  Exchange  at  Carrollton,  is  a republi- 
can in  his  political  proclivities,  and  both  he  and 
his  wife  hold  membership  in  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  in  Rose  Township,  which  is 
on  rural  mail  route  No.  1 from  the  Village  of 
Dellroy. 

The  year  1917  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
’German  to  Miss  Mary  A.  Shotwell,  daughter  of 
John  W.  and  Rose  (McCourt)  Shotwell,  of 
Union  Township,  and  the  two  children  of  this 
union  are  Evelyn  Fay  and  John  A. 

S.  Sherman  Bucey.  Having  when  young  ac- 
quired a practical  knowledge  of  the  various 
branches  of  agriculture,  S.  Sherman  Bucey  se- 
lected the  independent  occupation  that  has 
brought  comfort,  happiness  and  wealth  to  un- 
numbered thousands  of  the  world’s  industrious 
workers,  and  the  results  of  his  years  of  labor 
prove  conclusively  that  he  made  no  mistake  in 
the  choosing  of  a vocation,  his  home  farm  in 
Stock  Township  being  under  a good  state  of 
cultivation,  and  highly  productive.  He  was 
born,  March  18,  1867,  in  Wells  Township,  Jeffer- 
son County,  Ohio,  where  he  grew  to  manhood. 

His  father,  Dallas  Bucey,  was  born  in  Jeffer- 
son County,  Ohio,  of  pioneer  ancestry.  Select- 
ing the  occupation  in  which  he  was  reared,  he 
was  actively  engaged  in  general  farming  in 
Wells  Township,  his  native  county,  for  many 
years.  Moving  from  there  to  Jewett,  Ohio,  in 
1914,  he  has  since  been  an  esteemed  resident  of 
that  place.  He  married  Sarah  Ellen  Taylor,  a 
daughter  of  Hiram  Taylor,  and  Into  their  home 
ten  children  made  their  advent,  as  follows:  S. 
Sherman;  Anna;  William  Albert;  Clarence,  de- 
ceased; Cora:  Howard;  Blanche:  Carl;  and 
Louisa,  deceased.  Both  parents  are  identified 
by  membership  with  the  Methodist  Church. 

Educated  in  the  district  schools  of  Jefferson 
County,  S.  Sherman  Bucey  grew  to  manhood  on 
the  parental  homestead,  as  a boy  and  youth 
assisting  in  the  manual  labors  incidental  to 
farm  life.  Becoming  thoroughly  Initiated  into 
the  Intricacies  of  agriculture,  he  settled  in 
Stock  Township,  Harrison  County,  about  1894, 
where  he  began  life  for  himself  as  a farmer. 
Subsequently  moving  to  Washington  Township, 
Harrison  County,  he  continued  there  a farmer 


for  fourteen  years.  Returning  to  Stock  Town- 
ship, Mr.  Bucey  assumed  possession  of  the  farm 
which  he  now  owns  and  occupies,  and  began 
adding  to  the  improvements  previously  inaugur- 
ated. Going  to  New  Philadelphia,  Ohio,  in  1917, 
he  remained  there  two  years,  but  since  his  re- 
turn, in  1919,  to  Stock  Township  has  devoted 
his  energies  to  the  management  of  his  valuable 
farm  of  106  acres,  and  is  meeting  with  most 
desirable  results  as  a general  farmer. 

Mr.  Bucey  married,  in  1888,  Hattie  Barkus, 
a most  estimable  woman,  and  they  became  the 
parents  of  three  children,  namely:  Odessa,  wife 
of  Edward  Selaway;  Harry,  who  married 
Laura  Ervin,  has  one  child,  Lester:  and  Neona, 
who  died  in  childhood.  Mrs.  Hattie  Bucey  died 
In  1894.  Mr.  Bucey  subsequently  married  for 
his  second  wife  Jennie  Stevens,  and  of  their 
union  one  child  has  been  born,  Florice,  who 
married  Orville  De  Witt,  and  has  five  children. 
Lucille.  Richie,  Clara.  Grace  and  Helen.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Bucey  are  active  and  faithful  mem- 
bers of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

Simon  P.  Beckley.  Farm  industry  in  Car- 
roll  County  has  found  a vigorous  and  effective 
exponent  in  the  person  of  Mr.  Beckley.  who  is 
the  owner  of  a large  and  well  improved  landed 
estate  in  Lee  Township,  though  he  has  deeded 
a considerable  part  of  his  farm  property  to  his 
sons,  the  remainder  of  his  land  being  rented 
and  his  home  being  now  in  the  attractive  village 
of  Harlem  Springs,  where  he  is  living  virtually 
retired,  though  he  still  has  general  supervision 
of  his  farm  properties  and  other  business  in- 
terests. 

Mr.  Beckley  was  born  In  Jefferson  County, 
Ohio,  on  the  9th  of  December,  1859,  and  is  a 
son  of  John  and  -Susanna  (Reigle)  Beckley.  He 
was  a mere  boy  at  the  time  of  the  death  of  his 
parents  and  was  reared  in  the  home  of  Syl- 
vester Moorehead,  of  Jefferson  County,  his  early 
educational  advantages  having  been  those  of  the 
local  schools  and  farm  work  of  all  kinds  having 
become  familiar  to  him  In  his  youth,  so  that 
he  was  well  fortified  when  he  initiated  his  In- 
dependent career  as  an  agriculturist  and  stock- 
grower.  For  four  years  after  his  marriage, 
which  occurred  in  1883,  he  resided  on  the  farm 
of  his  father-in-law,  in  Lee  Township.  Carroll 
County,  and  he  then  purchased  a farm  near 
Amsterdam,  that  Township.  There  he  re- 
mained ten  years,  and  he  then  rented  a farm 
near  Harlem  Springs,  where  he  remained  two 
years.  He  then  traded  his  farm  near  Amster- 
dam for  160  acres  in  section  22.  Lee  Township. 
He  established  his  home  on  this  latter  place 
and  made  numerous  improvements  of  substan- 
tial and  permanent  order.  There  he  continued 
his  farming  operations  until  1911,  and  the  fol- 
lowing two  years  he  resided  at  Harlem  Springs. 
He  next  passed  two  years  at  Carrollton,  and 
since  that  time  he  and  his  wife  have  maintained 
their  home  at  Harlem  Springs,  where  they  own 
an  attractive  residence  property.  In  the  home 
farm  are  comprised  240  acres,  and  in  addition 
to  this  Mr.  Beckley  became  the  owner  of  an 
additional  tract,  of  200  acres,  in  another  part 
of  Lee  Township,  where  his  wife  owns  a farm 
of  120  acres.  Of  his  landed  estate  he  has 
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deeded  262  acres  to  his  two  sons,  and  the  re- 
mainder of  the  land  he  rents  to  good  tenants. 
Mr.  Beckley  is  found  arrayed  In  the  ranks  of 
the  republican  party,  and  he  served  one  term 
as  trustee  of  Lee  Township.  Both  he  and  his 
wife  are  active  members  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Harlem  Springs  and  he  is  a member 
of  its  Board  of  Trustees. 

In  1883  was  solemnized  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Beckley  to  Miss  Martha  A.  Gotschall,  who  was 
born  in  Jefferson  County  but  reared  and  edu- 
cated in  Carroll  County,  where  her  parents, 
Samuel  and  Betsy  A.  (George)  Gotschall,  estab- 
lished their  home,  in  Lee  Township,  when  she 
was  a child.  Of  the  children  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Beckley  the  eldest  is  Samuel  S.,  who  is  one  of 
the  progressive  farmers  of  Lee  Township.  He 
married  Miss  Odessa  Marshall  and  they  have 
three  children — Robert  M.,  Homer  S.  and  Freda, 
a fourth  child,  Mary  C.,  having  died  in  infancy. 
Sarah  Bell  is  the  wife  of  Charles  W.  Kail,  of 
Perry  Township,  and  they  have  one  daughter, 
Leona.  James  Ralph,  who  is  a representative 
farmer  In  Union  Township,  married  Miss  Hazel 
Greeg,  and  they  have  three  children — Ralph, 
Helen  and  Kenneth. 

George  Wiujam  Long.  If  concrete  evidence 
is  demanded  as  to  the  ability  and  progressive- 
ness of  Mr.  Long  as  a representative  of  agri- 
cultural and  live-stock  Industry,  there  is  no 
necessity  for  making  further  investigation  than 
that  Implied  In  a general  survey  of  his  present 
fine  farm  property,  in  Loudon  Township,  Car- 
roll  County,  where  he  is  the  owner  of  a valuable 
tract  of  137  acres,  of  which  about  seventy  acres 
are  utilized  for  agriculture,  the  remainder  for 
pasture  and  meadow,  save  for  the  portion  that 
is  still  In  timber.  He  was  born  in  this  town- 
ship, on  the  8th  of  September,  1871,  and  is  a 
son  of  Whiting  and  Martha  (Stenger)  Long, 
the  former  a native  of  Loudoun  County,  Vir- 
ginia, and  the  latter  of  Loudon  Township, 
Carroll  County,  Ohio,  where  their  marriage 
was  solemnized.  William  Long,  the  paternal 
grandfather,  passed  his  entire  life  in  Virginia, 
and  the  maternal  grandfather,  George  Stenger, 
was  one  of  the  early  settlers  in  Loudon  Town- 
ship, Carroll  County.  After  his  marriage 
Whiting  Long  purchased  a part  of  the  farm  of 
his  father-in-law.  and  this  he  made  one  of  the 
productive  places  of  Loudon  Township.  He  re- 
mained on  this  homestead  until  his  death,  In 
April,  1909,  his  first  wife  having  died  In  1879 
and  his  second  marriage  having  been  with  Miss 
Margaret  Ruff,  who  was  bora  near  Dellroy,  this 
county.  Of  the  children  of  the  first  union  the 
eldest  is  Mary,  who  Is  the  wife  of  Frank  Carter, 
a resident  of  western  Canada;  George  W.,  of 
this  sketch,  was  the  next  in  order  of  birth; 
Sarah  A.  Is  the  wife  of  Edward  Weir,  of  Me- 
chanicstown,  Carroll  County;  Elmer  C.  and 
Elgie  were  twins,  the  former  being  a resident 
of  Bergholz,  Jefferson  County,  and  the  latter 
having  died  In  infancy;  John  is  a substantial 
farmer  in  Loudon  Township.  No  children  were 
horn  of  the  second  marriage  of  Whiting  Long. 

George  W.  Long  gained  his  youthful  educa- 
tion in  the  district  schools,  which  he  attended 
principally  during  the  winter  terms,  and  he  was 


but  fifteen  years  old  when  he  began  to  work  by 
the  month,  as  a farm  hand.  He  thus  contin- 
ued to  apply  himself  until  the  time  of  his  mar- 
riage, in  1898,  and  thereafter  he  was  similarly 
employed  about  one  year.  He  then  removed  to 
the  farm  of  his  father-in-law,  and  later  he 
farmed  on  rented  land  until  1906,  when  he  pur- 
chased thirty  acres  of  his  present  farm,  the 
adjoining  tract  of  107  acres  having  been  pur- 
chased by  him  in  1911.  He  has  erected  mod- 
ern buildings  on  his  farm  and  has  otherwise 
brought  the  place  up  to  a high  standard,  in 
consonance  with  the  many  fine  farms  to  be 
found  in  this  favored  section  of  the  old  Buckeye 
state.  Prior  to  his  marriage  he  had  supple- 
mented his  education  by  a business  course  in 
the  college  at  Scio.  The  Kilgore  Grange  num- 
bers Mr.  Long  among  its  loyal  and  valued  mem- 
bers, he  is  a republican  in  politics,  and  he  and 
his  wife  hold  membership  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church  at  Kilgore,  of  which  he  Is  serving  as 
treasurer. 

November  23.  1898.  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Long  to  Miss  Oella  B.  Sawvel,  who  was 
born  in  Harrison  County,  a daughter  of  Will- 
iam E.  and  Margaret  (Brown)  Sawvel,  the 
parents  having  been  born  in  Pennsylvania.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Long  became  the  parents  of  four  chil- 
dren, of  whom  two  are  living:  Martha  Mar- 

garet is  a popular  teacher  in  the  public  schools 
of  Carroll  County;  Evelyn  died  In  Infancy,  as 
did  also  the  next  child,  a son;  and  George 
William,  Jr.,  remains  at  the  parental  home. 

Nelson  E.  Slates.  The  Slates  family  was 
founded  in  America  in  the  colonial  period  of  our 
nation’s  history.  Frederick  Slates  having  immi- 
grated to  this  country  from  his  native  Germany 
and  having  established  his  home  In  Virginia, 
where  he  passed  the  remainder  of  his  life.  His 
son  Adam  was  born  and  reared  in  Loudon 
County,  that  state,  and  there  he  married  Miss 
Savilla  Winner,  their  children  having  been  five 
In  number;  George,  William,  Mary  (Mrs.  Wal- 
ters), Elizabeth  (Mrs.  Sawvel),  and  Solomon. 
Adam  Slates  died  when  his  son  William  was 
still  a boy,  and  his  widow  later  became  the 
wife  of  John  Snow.  William  was  born  In  I>ou- 
doun  County,  Virginia,  near  Harper’s  Ferry,  De- 
cember 29,  1823.  and  was  there  reared  to  the 
age  of  sixteen  years.  He  then  came  to  Ohio, 
where  he  found  employment  at  common  labor, 
and  after  returning  to  his  native  state  he  was 
employed  one  year  by  his  stepfather.  He 
finally  left  the  Old  Dominion  state  and  came 
again  to  Ohio,  where,  in  1847,  he  purchased  a 
farm  of  150  acres  in  Loudon  Township,  Carroll 
County,  the  place  having  been  land  that  had 
been  obtained  from  the  government  by  Jacob 
Gotschall.  January  15,  1814,  Mr.  Slates  coming 
into  possession  of  the  original  deed  or  warrant, 
which  hears  the  signature  of  President  James 
Madison,  this  document  being  now  in  posses- 
sion of  his  son  Nelson  E.,  who  owns  and  resides 
upon  the  old  homestead  farm,  which  now  com- 
prises 146  acres  and  is  one  of  the  valuable  prop- 
erties of  Carroll  County.  To  ^his  original  home- 
stead William  Slates  added,  with  Increasing 
prosperity,  until  he  was  the  owner  of  a fine 
landed  estate  of  363  acres.  He  remained*  on 
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the  home  place  until  his  death.  August,  1894, 
and  was  one  of  the  reliable,  upright  and  hon- 
ored pioneer  citizens  of  the  county  at  the  time 
when  his  long  and  useful  life  came  to  a close. 
His  widow  survived  him  by  fourteen  years  and 
passed  to  the  life  eternal  in  November,  1912, 
both  having  been  zealous  communicants  of  the 
Lutheran  Church  and  Mr.  Slates  having  been  a 
loyal  republican  in  political  allegiance.  He  was 
a thoroughgoing  farmer  and  made  the  best  of 
improvements  on  his  property,  the  while  he 
stood  forth  as  one  of  the  successful  and  repre- 
sentative agriculturists  and  stock-raisers  of 
Loudon  Township. 

On  the  1st  of  June.  1847.  was  solemnized  the 
marriage  of  William  Slates  to  Miss  Mary  Hos- 
terman,  who  was  born  at  Kilgore,  Carroll 
County,  November  1,  1827,  a daughter  of  Peter 
and  Catherine  (Shell)  Hosterman,  sterling  pio- 
neer settlers  of  this  county.  William  and  Mary 
Slates  became  the  parents  of  nine  children: 
Franklin,  who  was  born  July  23,  1848,  was  a 
representative  farmer  of  Loudon  Township  at 
the  time  of  his  death : Minerva  was  born  Octo- 
ber 2,  1850,  and  died  In  childhood : the  next  two 
children  died  in  infancy;  Samantha  was  born 
March  4,  1855,  died  young,  as  did  also  Armin- 
thia,  who  was  bom  March  5.  1858,  and  died  at 
the  age  of  six  years;  Linneus  was  born  Decem- 
ber 21,  1860,  and  resides  upon  his  excellent  farm, 
in  Perry  Township;  Nelson  E.,  whose  name  in- 
troduces this  article,  was  the  next  in  order  of 
birth;  and  Laura,  who  was  bora  June  18,  1866, 
is  the  wife  of  Henry  Steves,  of  Loudon  Town- 
ship. 

Nelson  E.  Slates  was  born  January  5,  1864,  on 
the  old  homestead  farm  which  is  his  present 
place  of  residence,  in  Loudon  Township,  and 
to  the  public  schools  of  his  native  county  he  is 
indebted  for  his  youthful  education.  He  con- 
tinued his  association  with  the  activities  of  the 
old  home  farm  until  his  marriage,  in  1890.  and 
for  the  ensuing  three  years  he  lived  on  the 
farm  of  his  father-in-law,  near  Amsterdam,  this 
county.  He  then  returned  to  the  old  home 
place,  and  he  now  owns  146  acres  of  the  landed 
estate  accumulated  by  his  honored  father. 
Here  he  has  gained  secure  vantage-ground  as 
one  of  the  progressive  and  successful  agricul- 
turists and  stock-growers  of  the  county,  special 
attention  being  given  to  the  raising  of  registered 
short-horn  cattle.  He  has  not  been  self-cen- 
tered but  has  shown  a loyal  interest  in  all 
things  touching  the  communal  welfare,  the  while 
he  has  high  place  in  popular  confidence  and 
esteem,  as  indicated  by  the  fact  that  he  has 
served  two  terms  as  trustee  of  his  native  town- 
ship and  is  now  a member  of  the  board  of 
county  commissioners,  in  which  he  is  serving 
his  second  term,  by  re-election  in  the  autumn 
of  1920.  He  is  a stalwart  republican,  is  an 
active  and  valued  member  of  the  Kilgore 
Grange,  and  he  and  his  wife  hold  membership 
in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  at  Kilgore, 
he  being  a member  of  its  board  of  trustees. 

October  13,  1890,  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Slates  to  Miss  Oelln  B.  McGary,  who  was 
born  in  Loudon  Township,  a daughter  of  James 
and  Dorinda  (Scott)  McGary.  the  former  like- 
wise a native  of  that  township  and  the  latter 


of  Jefferson  County,  this  state.  Mrs.  Slates 
passed  to  the  life  eternal  on  tfce  3d  of  August. 
1900,  and  Is  survived  by  five  children:  Pearl 

is  the  wife  of  Thomas  E.  Chambers,  of  Scio, 
Harrison  County;  Dora  is  the  wife  of  Harvey 
D.  Chase,  of  Tulsa,  Oklahoma : Thomas  and 
Robert  remain  at  the  paternal  home  and  are 
associated  with  their  father  in  the  activities 
of  the  farm;  and  Mary  is  the  wife  of  William 
Patterson,  of  Canton,  Stark  County. 

In  October,  1904,  was  solemnized  the  mar- 
riage of  Mr.  Slates  to  Miss  Josephine  Wag- 
goner, who  was  bora  in  Perry  Township,  a 
daughter  of  Hiram  Waggoner  and  a representa- 
tive of  an  old  and  honored  family  of  Carroll 
County.  No  children  have  been  born  of  the 
second  marriage. 

Morbis  James.  The  vital  principles,  policies 
and  procedures  that  conserve  success  In  connec- 
tion with  the  basic  industries  of  agriculture 
and  stock-raising  are  more  readily  designated 
and  described  than  they  are  of  practical  appli- 
cation. The  man  who  really  succeeds  in  this 
all-important  domain  of  productive  enterprise 
is  to  be  honored  and  admired,  for  his  service 
not  only  furthers  his  own  sturdy  independence 
but  i9  of  far-reaching  communal  and  general 
value.  Among  the  many  substantial  and  repre- 
sentative exponents  of  farm  enterprise  in  Car- 
roll  County  is  Morris  James,  who  is  one  of  the 
venerable  native  sons  of  the  county,  a repre- 
sentative of  a sterling  pioneer  family,  and  who 
now  rests  from  the  vigorous  labors  and  dis- 
criminating thought  and  action  that  gave  to  him 
a large  measure  of  success  in  his  many  years 
of  active  identification  with  farming.  He 
finally  retired  from  the  farm  and  thereafter 
showed  his  versatility  and  resourcefulness  by 
achieving  equally  noteworthy  success  as  a mer- 
.chant.  His  son  is  now  associated  with  him  in 
the  conducting  of  the  well  equipped  general 
store  at  Kilgore,  and  the  junior  member  of  the 
firm  now  relieves  his  father  of  the  more  active 
management  of  the  business.. 

Mr.  James  was  born  in  Monroe  Township,  this 
county,  on  the  8th  of  December.  1837,  and  is  a 
son  of  Thomas  and  Susan  (Springer)  James, 
both  likewise  natives  of  this  county,  the  for- 
mer having  been  bora  in  Monroe  Township  and 
the  latter  in  Loudon  Township.  The  father 
was  a son  of  Thomas  and  Phoebe  James,  the 
former  of  whom  was  born  in  the  state  of  Mary- 
land and  the  latter  In  Jefferson  County,  Ohio, 
where  her  parents  settled  in  the  early  period 
of  development  In  this  section  of  the  state. 
Data  already  given  show  that  both  the  James 
and  the  Springer  families  gained  early  pioneer 
honors  in  Carroll  County,  and  here  Thomas  and 
Susan  (Springer)  James  were  reared  and  edu- 
cated under  the  conditions  that  marked  the 
formative  period  of  the  county’s  development 
After  their  marriage  they  lived  two  years  In 
Monroe  Township,  and  Mr.  James  then  bought 
a farm  in  Loudon  Township,  where  he  died  in 
1849,  his  w idow  surviving  him  by  several  years 
and  both  having  been  zealous  members  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  Of  their  children 
Morris  of  this  review  is  the  eldest;  Margaret 
became  the  wife  of  Josiah  Lucas  and  was  a 
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resident  of  Carroll  County  at  the  time  of  her 
death ; Oliver  is  a resident  of  Cory,  Clay  County, 
Indiana;  Mary  became  the  second  wife  of  Jo- 
siah  Lucas  and  remained  in  Carroll  County  un- 
til her  death;  William  was  killed  while  serving 
as  a soldier  in  the  Civil  war;  Emellne,  the 
widow  of  Clark  Slates,  resides  at  Kilgore,  this 
county;  and  Samuel  is  a resident  of  Loudon 
Township. 

Morris  James  was  given  the  advantages  of  the 
common  schools  of  his  native  county  and  t on- 
tinued  his  association  with  the  work  of  the 
home  farm  until  he  was  eighteen  years  of  age, 
when  he  began  an  apprenticeship  to  the  trade  of 
blacksmith,  in  Jefferson  County.  After  there 
remaining  eighteen  months  he  pursued  a high 
course  of  study  by  attending  Mount  Union  Col- 
lege, where  he  continued  his  studies  at  inter- 
vals for  three  years.  Thereafter  he  was  actively 
and  successfully  engaged  in  teaching  in  the 
district  schools  until  he  responded  to  the  call 
of  higher  duty,  by  enlisting,  on  the  20th  of 
August,  1802,  in  Company  I,  Fortieth  Ohio  Vol- 
unteer Infantry.  His  regiment  became  a part 
of  the  Army  of  the  Tennessee  and  he  served 
under  the  command  of  General  Sherman.  He 
took  part  in  the  battle  of  Franklin,  Tennessee, 
and  thereafter  was  detailed  as  clerk  of  court 
at  the  headquarters  of  the  commissary  depart- 
ment of  the  Army  of  the  Tennessee.  In  this 
capacity  he  served  until  the  close  of  the  war, 
and  he  received  his  honorable  discharge  on  the 
25th  of  June,  1865.  After  his  return  to  his 
native  county  he  continued  to  teach  in  the 
schools  of  the  county  until  1867,  and  on  the 
28th  of  March,  1868,  he  married  Miss  Susan 
Brandt,  who  was  born  and  reared  in  Loudon 
Township,  a daughter  of  Frederick  and  Eliza- 
beth (Shawver)  Brandt,  the  former  a native 
of  Germany  and  the  latter  of  Carroll  County. 
In  the  June  following  his  marriage  Mr.  James 
established  his  residence  on  a farm  of  189 
acres,  in  Loudon  Township,  a property  which  he 
had  purchased  a short  time  previously.  There 
he  continued  his  vigorous  and  successful  farm 
enterprise  until  1883,  when  he  sold  the  prop- 
erty and  opened  a general  merchandise  store 
at  Kilgore.  Here  he  has  continued  the  busi- 
ness during  the  long  intervening  period  of 
nearly  forty  years,  and  effective  service  and 
fair  and  honorable  dealings  have  enabled  him 
to  command  at  all  times  a large  and  representa- 
tive supporting  patronage,  drawn  from  the  sec- 
tion normally  tributary  to  the  village  of  Kil- 
gore. In  1890  his  only  surviving  son,  Emerson, 
who  had  previously  been  engaged  in  the  retail 
grocery  trade  in  the  city  of  Pittsburgh,  Penn- 
sylvania, sold  his  business  in  the  Keystone 
state  and  became  a partner  of  his  father  in  the 
prosperous  business  at  Kilgore,  this  alliance 
having  since  continued,  though  the  business  Is 
still  conducted  under  the  name  of  the  father. 

Mr.  James,  a man  of  exceptional  intellectual 
and  business  ability,  has  been  well  qualified  for 
leadership  in  community  sentiment  and  action, 
and  he  served  many  years  as  justice  of  the 
peace,  as  did  he  also  as  clerk  of  Loudon  Town- 
ship. besides  which  he  has  been  a notary  pub- 
lic since  1904.  He  is  a staunch  advocate  of 
the  principles  of  the  republican  party,  Is  affili- 


ated with  the  lodge  of  Free  and  Accepted  Ma- 
sons at  Unionport,  Jefferson  County,  and  he  is 
one  of  the  appreciative  and  honored  comrades 
of  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  at  Harlem 
Springs,  of  which  he  has  served  as  commander. 
Both  he  and  his  wife  have  long  been  earnest  and 
influential  members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  in  their  home  village,  and  he  has  given 
effective  service  as  a trustee  and  steward  of 
this  church.  Of  the  children  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
James  the  eldest  is  Gertrude,  who  now  presides 
over  the  domestic  economies  of  the  parental 
home;  Emerson  is  his  father’s  business  part- 
ner, as  already  noted;  Maude  is  the  wife  of 
S.  P.  Campbell,  of  Harrison  County;  Mary  is 
the  wife  of  William  E.  Shepherd,  of  Cleveland, 
Ohio;  and  Earl  died  at  the  age  of  eleven  years. 

Gut  R.  Rinehart.  Public  official,  able  busi- 
ness man  and  excellent  farmer,  Guy  R.  Rine- 
hart holds  a position  that  many  envy,  and 
stands  among  the  dignified  representatives  of 
Carroll  County,  and  especially  those  centering 
in  Rose  Township  where  he  owns  150  acres  of 
land  and  farms  210  acres.  He  was  born  in  this 
township,  August  13.  1885,  a son  of  James 
Henry  and  Caroline  (Wanner)  Rinehart,  and 
grandson  of  David  Rinehart,  who  came  to  Rose 
Township  at  an  early  day,  and  bought  the 
homestead  now  owned  by  his  grandson.  He 
married  Elizabeth  Snyder,  and  they  had  four 
sons  and  one  daughter.  James  Henry  Rinehart 
lived  on  his  father’s  farm  and  was  a successful 
selling  agent  for  the  Walter  A.  Wood  Machine 
Company  of  Glenns  Falls,  New  York,  manufac- 
turers of  agricultural  implements,  and  acted  as 
general  agent  for  the  company  out  of  the  Cleve- 
land, Ohio,  office.  He  was  a county  commis- 
sioner of  Carroll  County  two  terms.  His  death 
occurred  in  1895,  but  his  widow  still  survives 
him.  Of  seven  children,  Guy  R.  Rinehart  is  the 
fifth  in  order  of  birth. 

Until  he  was  fourteen  years  old  Ouy  R*  Rine- 
hart attended  district  school  Number  9,  Rose 
Township,  and  then  for  two  years  was  a stu- 
dent of  the  Magnolia  High  School.  At  the  age 
of  sixteen  years  he  began  operating  the  home 
farm,  and  has  remained  on  It  ever  since,  later 
acquiring  ownership  of  it.  He  carries  on  a 
general  line  of  farming,  and  is  recognized  as 
one  of  the  prosperous  agriculturists  In  this  part 
of  the  county. 

In  1914  Mr.  Rinehart  was  united  in  marriage 
with  Grace  Elizabeth  De  Ford,  a daughter  of 
A.  F.  and  Olive  (Houze)  De  Ford  of  Dell  Roy, 
Ohio.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Rinehart  have  two  chil- 
dren, namely:  James  De  Ford  and  Kenneth 

Stanley.  Mrs.  Rinehart  was  graduated  from 
the  Dellroy  High  School  in  1906,  and  taught 
district  schools  Number  8 for  three  months,  the 
Seroggs  Field  school  for  two  years,  in  Fox 
Township,  the  Queensboro  school  for  eight 
months.  In  Monroe  Township,  and  the  Middle 
Run  school  in  Brown  Township,  for  two  years 
when  she  married.  Active  as  a republican  Mr. 
Rinehart  has  served  as  township  clerk,  and 
member  of  the  school  board.  He  is  vice  presi- 
dent of  the  Tri-Oounty  Mutual  Life  Insurance 
Company,  and  is  also  serving  on  its  board  of 
directors.  The  Lutheran  Church  of  Waynes- 
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burg  holds  his  membership,  and  he  is  a gener- 
ous supporter  of  it.  The  position  of  the  Rine- 
hart  family,  and  especially  that  of  Guy  R.  Rine- 
hart and  his  wife,  can  not  be  over-estimated, 
nor  can  the  importance  of  the  strong  influence 
every  member  of  it  has  exerted  on  the  history 
of  Carroll  County. 

Harvey  H.  Cogsil  does  not  claim  Carroll 
County  as  the  place  of  his  nativity  but  he  Is  a 
scion  of  one  of  its  most  prominent  and  influen 
tial  families  of  the  pioneer  epoch,  and  to-day 
he  owns  and  resides  upon  the  fine  old  home- 
stead farm  of  the  family,  in  Loudon  Township, 
this  place  being  consistently  designated  by  the 
title  of  “The  Oaks,”  and  being  one  of  the  model 
farm  estates  of  this  section  of  the  state.  Har- 
vey Cogsil,  grandfather  of  him  whose  name 
initiates  this  paragraph,  was  born  near  Rox- 
bury,  Connecticut,  on  the  17th  of  April,  1798, 
his  parents,  Truman  and  Civil  (Hawley)  Cog- 
sil, having  passed  their  entire  lives  in  that  sec- 
tion of  the  Nutmeg  state,  where  the  Cogsil 
family,  of  English  origin,  was  founded  in  the 
colonial  period  of  our  national  history  As  a 
young  man  Harvey  Cogsil  made  his  way  to 
Virginia,  and  there  was  solemnized  his  mar- 
riage to  Miss  Mary  Vincel,  who  was  born  In 
Loudon  County,  that  state,  in  1801,  their  mar- 
riage having  occurred  in  1820,  and  they  having 
remained  in  the  Old  Dominion  commonwealth 
until  1838,  when  they  came  to  Ohio  and  estab- 
lished their  home  on  the  fine  old  farm  now 
owned  by  their  grandson,  Harvey  H.,  of  this  re- 
view. Harvey  Cogsil  became  the  owner  of  a 
very  large  landed  estate  in  this  county,  and 
also  owned  2,000  acres  in  Missouri.  He  was 
one  of  the  most  liberal  and  progressive  men 
of  his  day  in  Carroll  County,  was  strong  and 
loyal  in  all  of  the  relations  of  life,  and  his 
splendid  initiative  powers  were  shown  In  his 
becoming  the  virtual  founder  of  the  Carroll 
County  Agricultural  Society,  of  which  he  was 
the  first  president  and  to  the  success  of  whose 
fairs  he  contributed  much  in  the  earlier  period 
of  its  history.  He  was  associated  with  James 
Huston  and  Ephraim  Eckley  in  the  promotion 
and  construction  of  the  first  railroad  to  enter 
Carrollton,  this  line  having  extended  from  the 
judicial  center  of  Carroll  County  to  Oneida, 
this  county,  and  having  been  known  as  the 
Carrollton  & Oneida  Railroad.  Mr.  Cogsil  served 
as  president  of  this  railroad  and  in  many  other 
ways  he  gave  his  influence  and  tangible  sup- 
port to  measures  and  enterprises  that  had  much 
to  do  with  the  social  and  material  advance- 
ment of  this  now  favored  section  of  the  Buck- 
eye State.  He  continued  his  residence  at  “The 
Oaks’’  until  his  death,  which  occurred  March 
12,  1885,  his  wife  having  died  June  30,  1876. 
Of  their  seven  children  Harvey  L.,  father  of 
Harvey  H.  of  this  sketch,  was  next  to  the 
youngest  of  the  five  sons. 

Harvey  L.  Cogsil  was  reared  and  educated 
in  Carroll  County  and  was  about  thirty-tw’o 
years  of  age  when  he  removed  to  Muskingum 
County,  where  was  solemnized  his  marriage  to 
Miss  Rose  Snively,  whose  death  occurred  about 
the  year  1870,  Harvey  H..  of  this  sketch,  being 
the  only  child  of  this  marriage.  The  father 


was  born  November  17,  1832,  and  he  continued 
his  active  association  with  farm  industry  until 
he  retired  In  1915  and  now  lives  in  Adamsville, 
aged  eighty-nine  years.  For  his  second  wife  he 
married  Alice  Vincel,  who  is  now  deceased,  and 
they  became  the  parents  of  five  children : Maude 
is  the  wife  of  James  L.  Browning,  of  Frazeys- 
burg,  Muskingum  County;  Frank  is  a resident 
of  Cleveland  and  John  of  Zanesville,  Ohio; 
Bruce  maintains  his  home  at  Pittsburgh,  Penn- 
sylvania; and  Mabel  is  the  wife  of  Bruce  Vin- 
cel, of  Muskingum  County. 

Harvey  H.  Cogsil  was  born  in  Muskingum 
County,  on  the  27th  of  December,  1867,  and  was 
about  three  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  his 
mother’s  death.  He  was  then  taken  into  the 
home  of  his  paternal  grandfather,  In  Loudon 
Township,  Carroll  County,  where  he  was  reared 
to  manhood  and  where  he  has  remained  until 
the  present  time,  save  for  a period  of  three 
years  passed  in  Muskingum  County,  and  three 
years  in  the  village  of  Amsterdam,  Carroll 
County.  He  was  afTorded  the  advantages  of 
the  public  schools,  including  the  high  school 
at  Adamsville,  and  from  the  estate  of  this 
Grandfather  Cogsil  he  inherited  175  acres,  this 
being  the  fine  old  homestead  on  which  he  was 
reared  and  on  which  he  now  resides.  He  is  one 
of  the  leaders  in  modern  farm  enterprise  in 
Loudon  Township  and  is  a citizen  who  com- 
mands unqualified  popular  confidence  and  good 
will. 

In  March,  1892,  Mr.  Cogsil  wedded  Miss  Flora 
Fawcett,  who  was  born  In  Loudon  Township, 
a daughter  of  Alexander  and  Helen  (Kneen) 
Fawcett.  Alexander  Fawcett  was  a native  of 
Carroll  County  and  his  wife  of  the  Isle  of 
Man,  off  the  coast  of  England.  After  his  mar- 
riage Mr.  Cogsil  jvas  for  three  years  engaged 
in  the  general  merchandise  business  at  Am- 
sterdam. and  he  then  returned  to  the  farm, 
which  is  improved  with  modem  buildings  and 
which  is  the  stage  of  his  successful  activities 
as  an  agriculturist  and  stock-grower.  He  is  a 
stalwart  in  the  local  ranks  of  the  democratic 
party  but  has  had  no  political  ambition  as  ex- 
pressed in  desire  for  office.  His  wife  is  an 
active  member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  at  Kilgore.  They  have  three  children: 
Charles  married  Miss  Anna  Shambaugh  and 
they  reside  at  Lamartine,  this  county;  Alexan- 
der married  Miss  Dorris  Wallace  and  is  in  the 
life  insurance  business  at  Canton,  Ohio;  and 
Orin.  who  resides  at  Lamartine,  married  Miss 
Ethel  King,  their  only  child  being  a daughter. 
Eleanor. 

George  Noble  has  been  a resident  of  Carroll 
County  from  the  time  of  his  birth,  is  a repre- 
sentative of  a sterling  pioneer  family  and  is 
now  one  of  the  venerable  and  honored  residents 
of  Lee  Township,  his  entire  active  career  hav- 
ing been  marked  by  close  and  effective  alliance 
with  farm  industry.  He  was  bom  in  Lee 
Township,  on  the  17th  of  December,  1847,  and 
is  a son  of  William  and  Jane  (Tripp)  Noble, 
whose  marriage  was  solemnized  August  10,  1843, 
the  bride  having  been  a daughter  of  Job  and 
Rebecca  (Kelley)  Tripp,  of  Cannonsburg. 
Pennsylvania. 
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William  Noble  was  born  in  East  Bethlehem, 
Washington  County,  Pennsylvania,  on  the  12th 
of  February,  1808,  and  was  one  of  the  most 
venerable  men  of  Carroll  County,  Ohio,  at  the 
time  of  his  death,  In  1901.  His  parents,  Will- 
iam and  Eliza  (Scarlott)  Noble,  were  born  and 
reared  in  County  Leitrim,  Ireland,  where  they 
were  wed  and  whence  they  immigrated  to  Amer- 
ica in  1796,  the  father  becoming  a pioneer 
farmer  in  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania, 
where  he  died  in  1818,  his  widow  having  sur- 
vived until  1854.  and  both  having  been  earnest 
members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 
They  had  ten  children — Catherine,  James,  Da- 
vid, Thomas,  Mary,  William,  John,  Richard, 
Robert  and  Eliza. 

William  Noble,  Jr.,  was  reared  In  his  native 
county  and  was  eighteen  years  of  age  when  he 
came  to  Ohio,  in  1826.  At  Youngstown  he 
served  an  apprenticeship  to  the  trade  of  stone 
and  brick  mason,  and  he  followed  the  work  of 
his  trade  in  eastern  Ohio  until  1837,  when  he 
went  to  Iowa  and  found  employment  at  his 
trade  in  various  new  towns  along  the  Missis- 
sippi river  in  that  state.  After  his  return  to 
Ohio  he  became  actively  identified  with  agri- 
cultural Industry  in  Carroll  County,  and  with 
the  passing  years  he  accumulated  a valuable 
farm  property  of  353  acres,  In  Lee  Township, 
this  county.  He  gained  a large  and  well  mer- 
ited success  in  his  vigorous  and  resourceful  ca- 
reer and  was  one  of  the  prominent  and  honored 
pioneer  citizens  of  Carroll  County  at  the  time 
of  his  death,  his  wife  having  preceded  him  to 
eternal  rest,  and  both  having  been  active  mem- 
bers of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  He  was  a 
democrat.  Of  the  four  children  the  eldest, 
William  T.,  is  deceased,  George,  of  this  review, 
was  the  second  in  order  of  birth,  and  David  and 
Janies  are  residents  of  Lee  Township. 

In  the  township  which  is  now  his  place  of 
residence  George  Noble  was  reared  on  the  old 
home  farm  of  his  father,  and  his  educational 
advantages  were  those  of  the  common  schools 
of  the  locality  and  period.  He  has  never  cared 
to  deflect  his  course  from  the  vocation  under 
the  influences  of  which  he  was  reared,  and  has 
been  successful  in  his  Independent  activities  as 
an  agriculturist  and  stock-grower.  After  his 
marriage,  in  1869,  he  established  his  residence 
upon  the  farm  of  124  acres  that  had  been  willed 
to  him  by  his  father,  and  this  place  is  now  one 
of  the  well -Improved  and  specially  well-ordered 
farms  of  Lee  Township,  its  location  being  In 
section  3.  Mr,  Noble  has  not  only  bent  his 
energies  to  worthy  achievement  in  his  chosen 
sphere  of  enterprise  but  has  also  been  loyal  in 
his  communal  spirit  and  action,  as  shown  in 
his  support  of  measures  projected  for  the  gen- 
eral welfare.  In  political  matters  he  votes  in 
accord  with  the  dictates  of  his  judgment  and 
bis  conscience,  and  his  hold  upon  the  esteem  of 
the  people  of  his  native  township  is  Indicated 
by  his  having  served  one  term  as  township 
trustee,  besides  which  he  has  held  the  office  of 
township  assessor.  He  and  his  wife  are  zealous 
members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

On  the  13th  of  October,  I860,  was  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  Mr.  Noble  to  Miss  Thursle  Jane 
Cogsll,  who  was  born  in  Loudon  Township,  this 


county,  a daughter  of  the  late  Oliver  and  Jane 
(Algeo)  Cogsil,  the  former  a native  of  the  state 
of  Indiana  and  the  latter  of  Lee  Township, 
Carroll  County,  where  her  parents  were  pioneer 
settlers.  In  conclusion  Is  entered  brief  record 
concerning  the  children  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Noble: 
Jane  is  the  wife  of  John  Algeo,  of  Lee  Town- 
ship; Oliver  resides  at  Massillon.  Stark  County; 
Lillie  is  the  wife  of  Hamlin  Guess  of  Lee  Town- 
ship; Harvey  resides  at  Alliance,  Stark  County; 
Robert  maintains  his  home  at  Columbus,  Ohio's 
capital  city:  Corralie  is  the  wife  of  Charles 
Knox,  of  Lee  Township;  Lycurgus  is  the  wife 
of  John  Tlnlin,  a farmer  In  Lee  Township; 
Bessie  is  the  wife  of  Ralph  Maple,  of  Carroll- 
ton; John  is  at  Alliance.  Stark  County;  Ralph 
remains  at  the  pa  rental  home  and  has  active 
supervision  of  the  farm;  Lydia  and  her  hus- 
band, Ray  Maple,  likewise  remain  at  the  old 
homestead  farm:  Charles  is  associated  with 
farm  enterprise  in  Lee  Township;  and  Marlon 
died  at  the  age  of  twenty-two  years. 

Mbs.  Christina  Rinehart  is  one  of  the  land- 
owners  of  Rose  Township,  and  her  valuable 
farm  of  146  acres  of  land  is  In  fine  condition. 
She  is  the  widow  of  Valentine  Rinehart,  who 
was  born  at  Waynesburg.  Stark  County,  Ohio, 
April  1.  1841,  a son  of  David  and  Elizabeth 
(Snyder)  Rinehart,  the  former  of  whom  was 
born  in  Germany,  but  came  to  the  United  States 
In  young  manhood,  and  settled  in  Stark  County, 
where  he  was  married.  Later  on  they  came  to 
Carroll  County,  and  located  In  Rose  Township. 
They  had  three  sons  and  one  daughter,  namely: 
George,  David,  James.  Sarah  Ann  Finebrock, 
and  they  are  all  now  deceased.  Valentine  Rine- 
hart attended  district  school  Number  9,  Rose 
Township  during  the  winter  months  until  he 
was  a young  man.  He  first  married  Mary  El- 
sass  of  Rose  Township,  and  she  died  without 
Issue.  As  his  second  wife  he  married  Christina 
Grosse,  a daughter  of  James  and  Elizabeth  (En- 
gle) Grosse  of  Waynesburg.  Stark  County.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Rinehart  became  the  parents  of  eleven 
children,  all  of  whom  are  living,  namely:  Lu- 

rena  Belle,  who  married  Frank  Long  of 
Waynesburg,  and  they  have  seven  children; 
Arthur  Ellsworth,  who  is  unmarried:  John 
Francis,  who  married  Lillian  Barber  of  Fox 
Township,  has  four  children;  Emma  Loretta, 
who  married  Clarence  Daum  of  East  Canton, 
Ohio,  has  one  child:  Alice,  who  married  Charles 
F.  Houze  of  Canton.  Ohio,  has  two  children; 
George,  who  married  Cora  Garner,  lives  at 
North  Industry,  Ohio:  James  Valentine,  who 
married  Irene  Carl  of  Robertsville : Sarah  Eva, 
who  married  John  J.  Van  Voorhes  of  Sandy- 
ville.  Ohio,  has  two  children;  William  McKin- 
ley. who  married  Lula  Wetzel,  has  one  child 
and  lives  at  Dellroy,  Ohio;  and  Homer  and 
H.  Wesley,  both  of  whom  are  at  home. 

Valentine  Rinehart  spent  his  life  on  the  farm 
now  owned  by  his  widow,  and  carried  on  gen- 
eral farming,  and  was  also  a stock  dealer, 
buying  and  selling  cattle  and  hogs,  and  shipping 
to  the  Pittsburgh  market.  He  was  also  a buyer 
of  wool,  and  was  a man  of  many  Interests.  In 
politics  he  was  a republican,  and  he  was  a mem- 
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ber  of  the  school  board  and  supervisor  of  his 
township. 

Four  of  the  Rinehart  boys  registered  under 
the  selective  draft  during  the  World  war. 
James  Valentine  was  called  into  the  service 
April  2,  1918,  and  was  sent  to  Camp  Sherman 
for  five  months,  where  he  was  made  a member 
of  Company  E,  Three  Hundred  and  Thirty-Sec- 
ond Regiment,  as  a private.  As  a member  of 
the  Eighty-Second  Division  he  was  sent  to  New 
York,  from  whence  he  sailed  for  Brest,  France, 
and  landed  there  in  October.  1918.  He  was  in 
action  at  St.  Mihiel,  and  other  offensives  until 
the  signing  of  the  Armistice.  In  the  spring  of 
1919  he  sailed  from  Bordeaux,  France,  for  New 
York  city  where  he  participated  in  the  great 
peace  parade,  and  was  then  sent  back  to  Camp 
Sherman,  and  mustered  out  May  30,  1919. 

William  M.  Rinehart  was  called  into  the  serv- 
ice at  Carrollton,  in  July,  1918,  spent  three 
weeks  at  Camp  Sherman  as  a member  of  Com- 
pany F,  Three  Hundred  and  Thirty-Fifth  Regi- 
ment, and  sailed  from  New  York  city  for  Liver- 
pool, England,  which  port  was  reached  In  five 
days.  From  England  he  was  sent  to  France 
and  was  in  action  until  he  was  taken  sick  and 
sent  to  a base  hospital,  where  he  was  still 
confined  at  the  time  the  armistice  was  signed. 
He  was  mustered  out  at  Camp  Sherman.  March 
23,  1919. 

Linaeus  Slates  was  born  in  Loudon  Town- 
ship, Carroll  County.  December  21,  1860,  and  Is 
to-day  numbered  among  the  substantial  farmers 
of  Perry  Township,  this  county,  with  secure 
standing  as  one  of  the  prosperous,  progressive 
and  highly  esteemed  citizens  of  his  native 
county.  His  father,  the  late  William  Slates, 
who  became  one  of  the  substantial  farmers  of 
Loudon  Township,  was  born  in  Loudoun  County, 
Virginia,  near  Harper’s  Ferry,  December  29, 
1823,  a son  of  Adam  and  Savilla  (Winner) 
Slates,  both  natives  of  the  Old  Dominion  state, 
where  were  born  their  five  children,  of  whorft 
William  was  the  second  son.  After  the  death 
of  her  first  husband  Mrs.  Savilla  Slates  became 
the  wife  of  John  Snow,  and  they  remained  in 
Virginia  until  their  deaths.  William  Slates, 
who  was  a boy  at  the  time  of  his  father’s 
death,  remained  In  Virginia  until  he  was  six- 
teen years  old.  when  he  made  his  first  visit  to 
Ohio,  whence  he  returned  to  Virginia.  About 
a year  later,  however,  he  returned  to  Ohio,  and 
in  1847  he  purchased  a farm  of  150  acres  in 
Loudon  Township,  Carroll  County.  He  even- 
tually became  the  owner  of  a valuable  farm 
property  of  363  acres,  in  this  county,  and  here 
he  remained  until  his  death.  He  was  a staunch 
republican  and  both  he  and  his  wife  were  ear- 
nest communicants  of  the  Lutheran  Church. 

June  1,  1847.  recorded  the  marriage  of  Will- 
iam Slates  to  Miss  Mary  Hosterman.  who  was 
horn  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  Kilgore.  Car- 
roll  County,  on  the  1st  of  November,  1827,  a 
daughter  of  Peter  and  Catherine  (Shell)  Hos- 
terman. sterling  pioneer  settlers  of  this  county. 
Her  children  were  nine  in  number,  namely: 
Franklin.  Minerva,  two  who  died  in  infancy: 
Samantha,  Arminthia.  Linaeus,  of  this  sketch. 
Nelson  E.,  and  Laura. 


Reared  on  the  old  home  farm  which  was  the 
place  of  hi 8 birth,  Linaeus  Slates  profited  by  the 
advantages  offered  In  the  village  schools  at 
Kilgore.  In  1881  he  married,  and  thereafter 
he  and  his  wife  resided  at  Kilgore  for  a period 
of  six  months.  He  then  removed  to  one  of  his 
father’s  farms,  in  Perry  Township,  and  later  he 
purchased  this  place,  which  comprises  166  acres, 
twenty-five  acres  of  the  tract  being  still  covered 
with  a fine  growth  of  native  timber,  and  the 
remainder  of  the  farm  being  given  over  to  well 
ordered  agriculture  and  stock-raising,  in  which 
Mr.  Slates  has  achieved  distinctive  success.  He 
has  had  no  desire  for  political  activity  but  is  a 
loyal  supporter  of  the  cause  of  the  republican 
party  and  takes  consistent  interest  In  all  things 
touching  the  communal  welfare.  Both  he  and 
his  wife  are  active  communicants  of  the  Luth- 
eran Church. 

In  July,  1881,  was  solemnized  the  marriage 
of  Mr.  Slates  to  Miss  Lydia  Shawber,  who  like- 
wise was  born  and  reared  in  Loudon  Township 
and  who  Is  a daughter  of  Amos  and  Adeline 
(Wrikeman)  Shawber,  the  former  a native  of 
Loudon  Township.  Carroll  County,  and  the  lat- 
ter of  Jefferson  County,  this  state.  Amos  Shaw- 
ber was  a son  of  Jonathan  and  Lydia  (Roser) 
Shawber.  both  likewise  natives  of  Ohio,  within 
whose  borders  the  respective  families  were 
founded  in  the  early  pioneer  period.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Slates  have  three  children : William  Roy 

married  Miss  May  Carles  and  they  now  reside 
in  the  city  of  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania ; Jesse 
Lloyd  married  Miss  Nellie  Lotz,  their  home  be- 
ing in  Harrison  Township,  Carroll  County,  and 
their  two  children  being  Loren  Lotz  and  Harold 
Linaeus;  J.  Donald,  the  youngest  of  the  three 
children,  remains  at  the  parental  home. 

Samuel  B.  McGavran.  B.  S.,  M.  D.  No  name 
stands  higher  among  the  professional  men  in 
Harrison  County  and  eastern  Ohio  than  that 
of  Dr.  S.  B.  McGavran,  whose  life  has  been  de- 
voted largely  to  the  work  of  alleviating  the  suf- 
ferings of  humanity,  not  only  as  a regular  prac- 
ticing physician  in  the  county  of  his  nativity 
hut  as  counsellor  and  sympathetic  friend  of 
those  who  need  friends  most. 

Dr.  S.  B.  McGavran  was  born  near  the  town' 
of  Conotton,  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  November 
25.  1847,  son  of  William  H.  and  Elizabeth 
(Brown)  McGavran.  His  mother  was  a native 
of  Pennsylvania,  of  Irish  descent.  His  father. 
William  H.  McGavran.  and  his  grandfather, 
William  McGavran,  were  born  on  the  same  farm 
in  Harford  County.  Maryland,  on  which  his 
great-grandfather.  John  McGavran.  native  of 
Ireland,  had  settled  in  1755. 

Dr.  McOavran’s  parents  moved  to  Harrison 
County,  Ohio,  about  1840.  The  father  was  a 
cabinet-maker  and  to  some  extent  farmed.  In 
1859  he  was  elected  state  representative  from 
Harrison  County  on  the  republican  ticket,  and 
was  serving  when  the  Civil  war  broke  out  in 
1801. 

To  the  doctor’s  parents.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  W.  H. 
McGavran,  were  born  six  children,  viz.:  James 
R.,  deceased:  Henrietta,  deceased,  who  married 
W.  II.  Masters,  of  Scio:  George  W..  deceased: 
Samuel  B..  the  subject  of  this  review:  Eliza- 
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beth,  deceased  wife  of  M.  E.  Clendennin;  and 
William  Thomas,  deceased,  who  married  Nannie 
F.  Kennedy. 

Of  Dr.  Samuel  B.  McGavran’s  early  boyhood 
it  may  be  stated  that  he  had  to  rely  npon  his 
own  resources.  He  had  the  advantages  of  the 
common  schools,  and  two  full  years'  attendance 
at  New  Hagerstown  Academy,  after  which  he 
taught  school  five  years  to  obtain  funds  to  de- 
fray his  expense  in  taking  a collegiate  course, 
attending  this  academy  during  the  summer.  Hfe 
completed  his  junior  year  in  Scio  College  in 
Harrison  County  in  1869.  In  1870  he  entered 
the  Cleveland  (Ohio)  Medical  College,  graduat- 
ing therefrom  February  29,  1872.  By  reason 
of  his  class  standing  he  was  made  the  valedic- 
torian of  the  class,  which  had  a membership 
of  twenty-nine,  and  delivered  the  address  with 
honors. 

In  the  month  of  June.  1874,  he  commenced 
the  practice  of  medicine  in  the  village  of  Bow- 
erston.  Harrison  County,  Ohio.  There  he  was 
eminently  successful,  but  preferring  a wider 
field,  moved  on  December  1,  1882,  to  Cadiz,  the 
county  seat.  Here  he  has  built  up  a medical 
practice  second  to  none  In  the  county.  In  the 
pursuit  of  his  profession  he  has  traveled  thou- 
sands of  miles,  and  made  hundreds  of  profes- 
sional calls  where  the  remuneration  was  not 
considered,  knowing  his  patient  was  unable  to 
pay  him  for  his  services.  In  brief,  he  has  al- 
ways been  liberal  to  the  poor  and  distressed 
portion  of  the  community,  and  has  endeared 
himself  to  hundreds  of  home  fire-sides  within 
his  native  county,  in  which  his  entire  life  has 
been  spent  as  a faithful  physician  and  an  en- 
terprising and  highly  esteemed  citizen  who  has 
ever  had  the  best  interests  of  his  town,  county 
and  state  at  heart. 

As  evidence  of  his  ability  let  It  be  said  that 
he  has  been  the  physician  and  surgeon  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  for  thirty 
years  and  Is  still  holding  this  position.  For 
many  years  he  was  examining  surgeon  for  the 
United  States  Pension  Board  in  Harrison 
County.  In  1896,  with  six  others,  he  was  ap- 
pointed by  Governor  Asa  Bushnell  as  member  of 
the  Ohio  Board  of  State  Medical  Registration 
and  Examination;  re-appointed,  and  served  In 
all  twelve  years.  He  has  been  examiner  for  all 
the  leading  life  insurance  companies  In  this 
county. 

As  medical  examiner  of  the  Draft  Board  dur- 
ing the  recent  World  war  the  Adjutant  Gen- 
eral of  Ohio  commended  him  for  making  the 
best  medical  examinations  in  the  state.  In 
1920  ho  was  appointed  the  first  designated  exam- 
iner of  the  United  States  Public  Health  Service, 
whose  duty  it  is  to  examine  soldiers  of  the 
World  war.  When  the  new  law  In  Ohio  re- 
quired a health  commissioner  in  each  county. 
Dr.  McGavran  was  appointed  as  such  for  Har- 
rison County,  serving  from  February.  1920,  to 
February,  1921,  when  he  resigned  on  account  of 
ill  health.  For  a number  of  years  he  has  served 
as  one  of  the  trustees  of  Harrison  County  Chil- 
dren's Home. 

His  has  been  an  active  career,  and  when  not 
occupied  in  his  profession  he  has  found  time 
and  a disposition  to  write  much  for  both  the 


medical  and  secular  press,  as  well  as  occasional 
articles  for  religious  publications.  In  1894  he 
compiled  the  first  history  Harrison  County  ever 
had  in  book  form.  In  this  small  volume  he 
crowded  in  much  of  historic  value  and  general 
interest  concerning  this  county  from  its  first 
settlement  up  to  time  of  publication.  He  was 
appointed  historian  at  the  time  of  the  dedication 
of  the  present  Court  House,  and  on  that  day 
delivered  the  address,  as  he  also  did  upon  the 
occasion  of  the  unveiling  of  the  Hon.  John  A. 
Bingham  monument  in  the  Court  House  yard. 
These  efforts  were  well  received  by  the  press 
and  people.  It  was  he  who,  as  a leading  citi- 
zen of  Cadiz,  was  instrumental  in  securing  the 
present  Court  House  when  there  arose  a contest 
between  other  towns  of  the  county  and  Cadiz. 

Doctor  McGavran  has  long  been  a member  of 
the  County  and  State  Medical  Societies,  as  well 
as  the  American  Medical  Association.  In  which 
he  has  frequently  prepared  and  read  valuable 
articles  and  papers. 

In  its  historical  sketch  of  1909  the  Demo- 
crat Sentinel  includes  him  among  those  from 
Harrison  County  who  have  found  recognition  In 
the  “Field  of  Betters.” 

At  the  organization  of  the  Fourth  National 
Bank  on  March  28,  1898.  he  was  elected  direc- 
tor, which  office  he  has  held  ever  since,  and  Is 
at  the  present  time  vice  president  of  this  in- 
stitution. 

In  his  church  affiliations  Doctor  McGavran  Is 
a Presbyterian,  and  has  been  an  elder  in  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Cadiz  since  1883, 
and  not  only  in  this  church,  but  in  many  other 
churches  he  has  been  of  great  usefulness.  Po- 
litically he  has  always  been  a supporter  of  the 
republican  party.  While  residing  in  Bowers- 
ton  he  was  elected  to  a seat  in  the  Ohio  Legis- 
lature, being  elected  by  an  overwhelming  ma- 
jority. In  that  body  he  was  placed  on  numerous 
Important  committees,  and  was  found  entirely 
satisfactory  by  his  constituents.  The  Doctor  Is 
an  honored  member  of  the  Masonic  and  Knights 
of  Pythias  orders  at  Cadiz  (see  Lodge  Chapter). 
Scio  College  many  years  since  conferred  the 
degree  of  B.  S.  on  him  as  one  of  that  institu- 
tion’s alumni. 

In  August.  1872.  Doctor  McGavran  was  mar- 
ried to  Jennie  E.  Johnston,  of  New  Hagerstown, 
Carroll  County,  Ohio,  and  to  them  were  bom 
four  children : Mary  Brown,  who  married  C.  H. 
Judkins,  of  Cleveland,  Ohio;  Charles  William, 
of  Columbus,  Ohio,  married  to  Flora  Holmes,  of 
Hopedale,  Ohio ; Frank  Johnston,  of  Cadiz, 
Ohio,  married  to  Mary  V.  Holt,  of  Carnegie, 
Pennsylvania : and  George  C.,  -of  Troy,  Ohio, 
who  married  Nolle  Geiger,  of  Springfield,  Ohio. 
Mrs.  McGavran.  who  had  endeared  herself  to  all 
who  knew  her  by  her  kind,  gentle  and  sympa- 
thetic manner,  and  with  whom  the  Doctor  shares 
all  credit  for  whatever  successes  he  may  have 
attained,  died  April  1.  1919.  the  Doctor,  all  the 
children,  and  eleven  grandchildren  surviving. 

Doctor  McGavran  prizes  his  acquaintances 
and  friends  in  Harrison  County  as  his  chief 
a ssets. 

The  above  is  an  outline  of  the  life  of  a man 
whose  career  has  not  been  one-sided,  but  whose 
deeds  have  affected  nearly  every  avenue  of 
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community  life;  the  professions,  church  life,  cit- 
izenship, and  who  has  ever  been  a true  friend 
of  his  brother  man. 

Ira  S.  Moody.  A broad-minded,  public-spir- 
ited citizen  of  Carrollton,  Carroll  County,  Ira 
S.  Moody,  a prominent  coal  operator  and  mer- 
chant, has  long  been  associated  with  the  higher 
and  better  interests  of  this  section  of  the  state, 
ever  advocating  and  working  for  those  ideas 
and  measures  that  will  be  of  lasting  good  to  the 
community.  A native  of  Carroll  County,  he  was 
born,  April  12,  1874,  in  Center  Township,  on 
the  farm  which  his  Grandfather  Moody  hewed 
from  the  wilderness.  On  the  paternal  side  he  is 
of  Irish  ancestry,  being  a lineal  descendant  in 
the  fifth  generation  of  James  Moody,  the  immi- 
grant, the  lineage  being  thus  traced : James. 

John,  John,  Frank  B.,  and  Ira  S. 

Born  and  reared  in  Ireland,  James  Moody 
came  as  a young  man  to  the  United  States, 
making  his  way  directly  to  Ohio.  Locating  in 
Fox  Township,  in  that  part  of  Columbiana 
County  that  is  now  Included  in  Carroll  CQunty, 
he  took  up  land  near  Scroggsfleld,  and  began 
to  clear  from  the  dense  wilderness  a home  for 
himself  and  family. 

His  son  John  Moody  was  born  and  brought 
up  on  the  parental  homestead,  in  Fox  Township, 
and  there  spent  his  entire  life,  being  engaged 
during  his  active  career  In  agricultural  pur- 
suits. He  married  Phoebe  Pugh,  and  to  them 
seven  children  were  born,  three  sons  and  four 
daughters. 

John  Moody,  son  of  the  foregoing  John  Moody, 
was  born  January  14,  1818,  In  Carroll  County, 
where  he  acquired  his  early  education.  At  the 
age  of  fourteen  years,  he  went  to  Harrisburg. 
Carroll  County,  and  there  served  with  his 
brother-in-law,  David  Need,  an  apprenticeship 
at  the  wagon  maker’s  trade.  Returning  to  his 
home  at  the  end  of  three  years,  he  subsequently 

entered  the  employ  of  Elisha  McG , the 

pioneer  wagon  and  plow  manufacturer  of  Car- 
rollton. Embarking  in  business  on  his  own 
account  in  1839,  he  continued  at  his  trade  for 
a number  of  years,  building  up  a large  business. 
Subsequently  buying  a farm  of  160  acres  near 
Carrollton,  he  moved  on  to  it,  and  in  addition 
to  carrying  on  general  farming  and  sheep  rais- 
ing operated  a coal  mine,  being  the  pioneer  In 
that  branch  of  industry.  He  was  a republican 
In  politics,  influential  In  party  ranks,  and  served 
two  terms  as  county  treasurer.  He  married. 
March  28,  1839,  Lena,  daughter  of  John  and 
Mary  (Reed)  Pugh,  of  Virginia,  and  they  be- 
came the  parents  of  the  following  named  chil- 
dren : Mary  Ann,  who  became  the  wife  of  John 
Gratz;  John  married  Areal  Amos,  daughter  of 
William  Amos,  of  Carroll  County;  Frank  P., 
father  of  Ira  S. ; William  married  Susie,  daugh- 
ter of  W.  F.  Brecker,  of  Carrollton:  William 
Harrison  died  In  1841;  Phoebe  Ellen  died  in 
1843;  Maurice  died  In  1857;  and  Samantha 
Jane  died  in  1888.  Both  parents  were  members 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  Neither  are  now 
living.  It  is  well  here  to  say  that  John  Moody, 
the  pioneer  coal  dealer  of  Carroll  County,  oper- 
ated a mine  situated  on  the  farm  now  owned 
by  Honorable  D.  O.  Rutan.  conducting  the  busi- 


ness for  a quarter  of  a century.  He  was  suc- 
ceeded by  his  son  Frank,  and  his  grandson,  Ira 
S.,  who  operated  on  a much  more  extensive 
scale,  the  Moodys  having  supplied  the  people 
of  this  part  of  Ohio  for  a full  half  century. 

Frank  P.  Moody  was  born  in  Carrollton,  Ohio, 
September  8,  1853,  and  acquired  his  education 
In  the  public  schools.  Growing  to  manhood  on 
the  farm,  he  became  familiar  with  coal  mining, 
and  having  succeeded  to  the  business  estab- 
lished by  his  father  operated  the  mine  located 
on  the  farm  now  owned  by  Mrs.  Emma  Faw- 
cett for  a number  of  years.  He  married,  Octo- 
ber 16.  1873,  Catherine  C.  Smeltz,  who  was  born 
January  26,  1854,  In  Union  Township.  Carroll 
County,  where  her  father,  Peter  Smeltz.  was  a 
pioneer  settler.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Frank  P.  Moody, 
who  are  now  living  on  a farm  Just  west  of  Car- 
rollton, have  but  one  child,  Ira  S. 

Ira  S.  Moody  became  associated  with  his  fa- 
ther In  business  when  a young  man,  and  has 
operated  on  an  extensive  scale.  For  a long 
time  he  and  his  father  supplied  the  local  brick 
yard  with  coal,  also  carrying  on  a large  domes- 
tic business,  and  their  mine,  with  the  exception 
of  the  brick  yard,  giving  employment  to  more 
men  than  any  other  concern  In  Carrollton. 
Wben  the  mine  was  practically  worked  out 
father  and  son  gave  up  operating  it.  In  1912 
Ira  S.  Moody  established  what  Is  now  one  of 
the  most  modern  and  convenient  coal  yards  in 
this  section.  It  being  located  along  the  Wheeling 
& Lake  Erie  Railroad,  south  side  of  Carrollton, 
and  there  he  is  carrying  on  a large  and  substan- 
tial business,  handling  the  Pennsylvania  and 
Ohio  coal,  and  furnishing  most  of  the  coal  con- 
sumed by  the  people  of  Carrollton.  Mr.  Moody 
founded  his  business  on  the  principles  elucidated 
by  the  honest  coal  dealers,  his  motto,  to  which 
he  is  ever  faithful,  being  “No  short  weights, 
and  no  long  waits.”  As  a youth  Mr.  Moody 
worked  for  awhile  on  the  old  “Carrollton  Re- 
publican.” learning  the  printer’s  trade,  and 
later  held  cases  for  awhile  on  that  paper’s  suc- 
cessor, the  “Republican  Standard.” 

Mr.  Moody  is  a fine  musician,  his  favorite 
instrument  being  the  double  BB  bass  on  which 
he  has  become  very  proficient.  He  has  had  a 
wide  experience  in  the  band  business,  covering 
a period  of  over  twenty  years,  playing  with 
manv  good  organizations.  He  was  one  of  the 
leading  spirits  in  the  famous  Carrollton  Band, 
and  was  its  manager  for  a number  of  years. 
This  organization  was  made  up  from  the  best 
families  of  Carrollton  and  would  have  been  a 
credit  to  many  towns  of  a much  larger  popula- 
tion. for  it  attracted  considerable  attention 
wherever  it  went.  Mr.  Moody  served  a five-year 
enlistment  with  the  Fifth  Regiment  Band. 
When  this  organization  w*s  enraged  to  play 
at  St.  Louis  Exposition  in  1905  Mr.  Moody  was 
with  them  on  this  engagement.  Fraternally  he 
is  a member  of  the  Ancient  Free  and  Accepted 
Order  of  Masons,  belonging  to  lodge,  chapter, 
council  and  commandery. 

Mr.  Moody  married,  November  7,  1903.  Miss 
Josephine  Campbell,  and  they  have  an  attrac- 
tive home,  in  which  they  hospitably  entertain 
their  many  friends  and  acquaintances.  Mr.  and 
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Mrs.  Moody  have  no  children.  Both  are  active 
and  valued  members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church. 

Frank  Johnston  is  actively  identified  with 
banking  interests  in  his  native  county,  where 
he  is  associated  with  the  Cummings  Trust  Com- 
pany, one  of  the  leading  financial  institutions 
# at  Carrollton,  and  he  is  one  of  the  alert  and 
progressive  young  men  of  Carroll  County.  He 
was  born  at  New  Hagerstown,  this  county,  Oc- 
tober 1.  1887,  and  is  a son  of  John  N.  and  Mar- 
garet J.  (Leggett)  Johnston,  the  former  of 
whom  was  likewise  born  at  New  Hagerstown, 
in  1852,  and  the  latter  of  whom  was  born  at 
Leesville,  this  county,  in  1854.  Francis  John- 
ston. grandfather  of  him  whose  name  introduces 
this  review,  was  born  in  Pennsylvania  and  was 
an  early  settler  in  Orange  Township,  Carroll 
County,  Ohio,  where  he  developed  a valuable 
farm  which  is  still  in  the  possession  of  the 
family  and  upon  which  he  remained  until  his 
death,  in  1887.  his  wife,  whose  maiden  name 
was  Caroline  Geiger,  having  likewise  been  a 
native  of  the  old  Keystone  State  and  having 
passed  to  eternal  rest.  Robert  G.  and  Mary 
Ann  (Forbes)  Leggett,  maternal  grandparents 
of  Frank  Johnston,  were  natives  of  Ohio, 
and  in  Carroll  County  they  maintained  their 
residence  on  their  farm  until  their  removal 
to  Dewitt  County,  Illinois,  where  they  passed 
the  remainder  of  their  lives  and  where  the  lat- 
ter died  in  1918,  after  having  survived  her  hus- 
band by  several  years. 

John  N.  Johnston  was  reared  on  the  old 
home  farm  and  received  the  advantages  of  the 
public  schools  of  Carroll  County.  He  became 
one  of  the  substantial  farmers  of  his  native 
county,  and  also  developed  a prosperous  busi- 
ness in  the  buying  and  shipping  of  live  stock 
and  wool.  He  remained  on  his  farm,  near  New 
Hagerstown,  until  1910,  when  he  established 
his  residence  at  Carrollton,  where  he  continued 
to  maintain  his  home  until  his  death.  February 
2.  1917,  his  wife  having  passed  away  on  the  29th 
of  May,  1901.  and  both  having  been  consistent 
members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  They  be- 
came the  parents  of  three  children:  Mary  F. 

is  the  wife  of  Austin  O.  McDowell,  of  Heyworth, 
Illinois,  and  they  have  two  children,  Carrie 
Grace  and  Austin  Johnston:  Carrie  N.,  the  sec- 
ond of  the  three  children,  died  June  15,  1910. 
at  the  age  of  twenty-five  years:  and  Frank,  of 
this  sketch,  is  the  youngest  of  the  children. 

Frank  Johnston  passed  his  childhood  and 
early  youth  on  the  old  home  farm  of  his  father, 
in  Orange  Township,  and  in  addition  to  availing 
himself  of  the  advantages  of  the  public  schools 
he  completed  a course  in  a business  college 
at  Wooster.  Thereafter  he  became  actively  as- 
sociated with  his  father  in  the  buying  and  ship- 
ping of  wool,  and  with  this  enterprise  he  con- 
tinued his  identification  until  1910,  when  he  as- 
sumed the  position  of  bookkeeper  in  the  offices 
of  the  Cummings  Trust  Company,  of  which  he 
later  became  assistant  treasurer.  Of  this  im- 
portant Institution  he  is  now  vice  president, 
as  is  he  also  of  the  Scio  Bank  Company,  at  Scio, 
Harrison  County,  of  which  he  was  one  of  the 
organizers  and  of  which  he  was  elected  vice 


president  in  1916.  Mr.  Johnston  is  still  one 
of  the  leading  buyers  and  shippers  of  wool  in 
Carroll  County,  in  which  line  of  enterprise  he 
is  associated  with  D.  O.  Rutan,  under  the  firm 
name  of  Rutan  & Johnston  and  with  headquar- 
ters at  Carrollton. 

When  the  nation  became  Involved  In  the  great 
World  war  Mr.  Johnston  subordinated  all  other 
interests  when  called  into  war  service.  On  the 
6th  of  October,  1917,  he  entered  the  medical  de- 
partment of  the  Three  Hundred  and  Thirty- 
second  United  States  Infantry.- with  which  he 
was  assigned  to  duty  at  Camp  Sherman,  Ohio, 
and  with  which  he  went  to  France  in  June, 
1918.  He  continued  in  active  service  with  the 
American  forces  in  France  and  Italy,  until  after 
the  signing  of  the  historic  armistice,  and  he 
once  more  landed  in  his  native  land  on  the 
18th  of  April,  1919,  his  honorable  discharge 
having  been  received  on  the  2d  of  the  follow- 
ing month.  He  was  a sergeant,  first  class  in 
the  medical  corps,  at  the  time  of  receiving  his 
discharge,  efficiency  having  led  to  his  promotion 
from  the  rank  of  private.  During  the  first  sum- 
mer after  his  return  to  his  home  county  Mr. 
Johnston  devoted  his  attention  to  the  wool  busi- 
ness, and  on  the  1st  of  October,  1919,  he  re- 
sumed his  association  with  the  Cummings  Trust 
Company,  of  which  he  is  now  vice  president, 
as  before  noted.  He  and  his  wife  hold  member- 
ship In  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Carrollton 
and  are  popular  factors  in  the  social  activities 
of  their  home  city. 

December  9,  1919.  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Johnston  to  Miss  Angellne  Long,  who  like- 
wise was  born  and  reared  in  Carroll  County 
and  who  is  a daughter  of  J.  Madison  Long,  a 
representative  farmer  of  Center  Township,  and 
they  have  one  son,  John  Nelson. 

Walter  H.  Allensworth  Is  a bachelor  farmer 
whose  popularity  in  his  native  county  Is  un- 
qualified and  who  is  numbered  among  the  suc- 
co«*«fui  pxn'  nents  of  agricultural  and  live-stock 
enterprise  in  Loudon  Township,  where  he  is 
associated  with  his  younger  brother  in  the  pro- 
ductive operations  of  the  old  home  farm,  which 
Is  one  of  the  excellent  places  that  make  Carroll 
County  a center  of  noteworthy  prominence  in 
the  field  of  agricultural  industry. 

Mr.  Allensworth  was  born  In  Perry  Township, 
this  county.  November  27.  1870,  and  is  a son 
of  Henry  and  Justina  (McCaskey)  Allensworth, 
the  forme**  of  whom  was  born  in  Jefferson 
County.  Ohio,  and  the  latter  In  Perry  Town- 
ship. Carroll  County,  her  father.  George  McCas- 
key. having  been  a native  of  Ireland  and  her 
mother  having  been  born  in  Jefferson  County, 
Ohio.  The  McCaskey  family  was  early  estab- 
lished In  this  section  of  Ohio,  as  was  also  the 
Allensworth  family,  whose  lineage  traces  back 
to  staunch  Fnglish  origin.  Jacob  and  Rebecca 
(Calhoun)  Allensworth.  grandparents  of  Wal- 
ter H..  early  became  associated  with  farm  en- 
terprise in  Jefferson  County  and  they  were  resi- 
dents of  that  county  at  the  time  of  their  death. 
After  his  marriage  Henry  Allensworth  estab- 
lished his  residence  In  Orange  Township,  Car- 
roll  County.  During  the  last  eighteen  months  of 
the  Civil  w*ar  he  served  ns  a member  of  Com- 
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pany  H,  Ninety -eighth  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry* 
with  which  he  participated  in  a number  of  en- 
gagements of  major  order,  as  well  as  in  vari- 
ous skirmishes.  He  received  his  honorable  dis- 
charge after  victory  had  crowned  the  Union 
arms,  and  in  after  years  he  vitalized  his  inter- 
est in  his  old  comrades  by  maintaining  affilia- 
tion with  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic. 
After  the  war  he  engaged  in  the  work  of  the 
blacksmith  trade,  in  which  he  was  a skilled 
workman,  and  in  pursuance  of  this  vocation  he 
made  a number  of  changes  of  residence  in  the 
passing  years.  Finally,  in  October,  1899,  he 
established  his  residence  on  the  Alpha  Sim- 
mons farm,  in  Loudon  Township,  and  here  he 
continued  his  alliance  with  constructive  agri- 
culture until  the  time  of  his  death,  in  Janu- 
ary, 1911,  his  widow  passing  to  eternal  rest  on 
the  29th  of  November,  1919,  and  the  home  farm 
being  now  in  charge  of  the  two  younger  sons. 
Of  the  children  the  eldest  is  Dr.  J.  E.,  who  is 
engaged  in  the  practice  of  medicine  in  the  city 
of  Canton,  Stark  County;  W.  H.  is  a farmer  in 
Perry  Township,  Carroll  County;  Walter  H., 
of  the  sketch,  was  the  next  in  order  of  birth ; 
Ida  is  the  wife  of  J.  E.  Chase,  of  Loudon  Town- 
ship; Charles  is  associated  with  his  brothet 
Walter  In  the  management  of  the  home  farm; 
and  Lena  is  the  wife  of  E.  M.  Sheridan,  of 
Orange  Grove,  California. 

Walter  H.  Allensworth  acquired  his  early 
education  in  the  public  schools  and  remained 
with  his  parents  until  their  death,  since  which 
time  he  and  his  younger  brother  have  con- 
ducted the  home  farm  with  ability  and  excellent 
attending  success.  He  still  permits  his  name 
to  remain  enrolled  on  the  list  of  eligible  bache- 
lors in  his  native  county.  He  is  loyal  in  sup- 
porting measures  and  enterprises  projected  for 
the  communal  welfare,  is  affiliated  with  the 
Kilgore  Grange  and  is  a republican  in  his  po- 
litical allegiance. 

George  M.  Welsh,  a successful  general 
farmer  and  stock-raiser  of  Archer  Township, 
owns  and  operates  160  acres  of  land  and  is 
recognized  aS  one  of  the  representative  men  of 
Harrison  County.  He  was  born  in  Archer 
Township,  December  13,  1859,  a son  of  David 
Welsh  and  a grandson  of  John  Welsh,  who  was 
born  in  Ireland  in  17S2,  and  died  December  30, 
1871.  His  wife,  Jane  McClellan,  was  born  in 
1792  and  died  February  17,  1872.  They  were 
married  in  1813.  Coming  to  America  when  he 
was  ten  years  of  age  with  his  parents,  he  was 
reared  in  this  country,  and  in  young  manhood 
located  in  Archer  Township,  Harrison  County, 
Ohio,  and  here  entered  a farm  from  the  govern- 
ment. and  spent  the  remainder  of  his  life  im- 
proving and  operating  his  farm.  He  and  his 
wife  had  the  following  children:  Mary,  who 

was  born  August  27.  1814;  Elizabeth,  who  was 
born  August  26.  1816;  Ann,  who  was  born  Au- 
gust 8,  1818;  Samuel,  who  was  born  June  13, 
1820;  John  K..  who  was  born  November  6, 
1822:  Mathew,  who  was  born  March  21,  1825: 
Jane,  who  was  born  May  6.  1827 : James,  who 
was  born  November  11.  1829:  David,  who  was 
born  November  18.  1831  : and  William  A.,  who 
was  born  April  5.  1835.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  .John 


Welsh  were  members  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church. 

David  Welsh  was  reared  on  the  farm  in 
Archer  Township  where  he  was  born,  and  on  it 
he  spent  his  life,  owning  at  the  time  of  his 
death,  April  11,  1918,  237  acres  of  land.  He 
was  married  to  Susannah  Fisher,  bom  in  Rum- 
ley  Township,  Harrison  County,  February  2, 
1833,  a daughter  of  George  Fisher,  one  of  the 
early  settlers  of  Rumley  Township.  They  had 
the  following  children:  George  M.,  who  was 

the  eldest  bora;  Ella,  who  was  bora  October 
27,  1862,  died  August  26,  1865;  John  V.,  who 
was  born  December  22,  1863,  died  September  1, 
1865;  Mary,  who  was  born  August  15,  1867, 
died  October  7,  1902,  as  the  wife  of  Vera  Pat- 
terson: Harry  E.,  who  was  bora  May  18,  1860; 
Clara  Amanda,  who  was  bora  October  8,  1871, 
married  Alva  D.  Cavin  June  17,  1914,  and  died 
August  7,  1914;  Emma  Viola,  who  was  born 
August  22,  1875,  died  March  21,  1889:  and  Ger- 
tie. who  was  born  January  13,  1878.  married 
Robert  Henderson,  and  lives  at  Pittsburgh. 
Pennsylvania.  The  parents  of  these  children 
also  belonged  to  the  Presbyterian  church,  in 
which  they  were  active.  Mrs.  Welsh  died  be- 
fore her  husband,  passing  away  July  21,  1906. 

George  M.  Welsh  attended  the  district  schools 
of  Archer  Township,  and  adopted  farming  as 
his  life  work.  He  remained  at  home  until  he 
was  thirty-nine  years  of  age,  and  then,  may  31, 
1899,  he  was  married  to  Nora  Burdett,  a daugh- 
ter of  James  and  Sarah  (Porter)  Burdett,  and 
made  a home  of  his  own,  moving  on  his  present 
farm  of  160  acres,  on  which  he  is  carrying  on 
general  farming  and  stockraising.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Welsh  have  one  child,  Harlan  B.,  who  was 
born  April  25.  1905.  Having  been  brought  up 
in  the  faith  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  Mr. 
Welsh  connected  himself  with  it  after  he 
reached  years  of  discretion,  and  he  and  his 
wife  belong  to  the  Ridge  Church  of  that  de- 
nomination. He  Is  an  experienced  farmer  and 
his  land  shows  the  results  of  his  care  and 
knowledge  of  his  calling. 

Harry  E.  Welsh,  brother  of  George  M.  Welsh, 
attended  the  Oak  Grove  district  school,  and  was 
also  taught  farming  by  their  careful  and  sensi- 
ble father.  He  has  developed  into  one  of  the 
prosperous  general  farmers  and  stockraisers  of 
Archer  Township. 

On  June  24,  1914.  Mr.  Welsh  was  united  in 
marriage  with  Abbie  Lorana  McClain,  a daugh- 
ter of  ,T.  A.  and  Catherine  McClain.  They.  too. 
belong  to  the  Ridge  Presbyterian  Church. 

James  Daniel  Slates  owns  and  resides  muni 
the  old  homestead  farm  which  represents  land 
obtained  by  his  paternal  grandfather  from  the 
Government  more  than  a century  ago.  this  an- 
cestral farmstead  being  situated  in  Loudon 
Township.  Carroll  County.  The  grandfather. 
Jfdin  Slates.  Sr.,  was  born  in  Loudoun  County. 
Virginia.  August  2,  1784.  and  was  there  reared 
to  manhood.  There  he  married  Miss  Elizabeth 
Ruse,  who  was  born  in  that  county  in  1780. 
both  families,  of  English  origin,  having  been 
founded  in  Virginia  in  the  colonial  i»eriod  of 
our  national  history.  John  and  Eliza  beth 
Slates  became  the  parents  of  three  sons  and 
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four  daughters,  and  of  the  sons  the  youngest 
was  John,  Jr.,  father  of  him  whose  name  ini- 
tiates this  review.  In  1811  John  Slates,  Sr., 
came  with  his  family  to  what  is  now  Oarroll 
County,  Ohio,  and  secured  a tract  of  Govern- 
ment land  in  Loudon  Township.  Here  he  re- 
claimed a goodly  part  of  his  land  to  cultivation, 
and  in  providing  for  his  family  under  the  pio- 
neer conditions  he  worked  to  a considerable 
extent  at  his  trade,  that  of  shoemaker.  He 
was  one  of  the  sterling  pioneers  who  aided  in 
the  initial  stages  of  development  and  progress 
in  the  county  and  here  he  remained  on  his  farm 
•until  his  death,  in  1859,  his  wife  having  passed 
away  in  1855.  Both  were  earnest  communi- 
cants of  the  Lutheran  Church  and  in  politics 
he  was  a democrat  of  the  old  school. 

John  Slates.  Jr.,  was  born  on  the  pioneer 
farm  in  Loudon  Township.  March  11.  1821.  and 
he  was  here  reared  to  adult  age,  with  much  of 
arduous  work  on  the  farm  and  with  educational 
advantages  limited  to  the  common  schools  of 
the  period.  Eventually  he  became  the  owner 
of  one  of  the  well  improved  farms  in  the  south- 
eastern part  of  Loudon  Township,  and  there 
he  achieved  worthy  success  through  his  well 
ordered  activities  as  an  agriculturist  and  stock- 
grower.  He  passed  the  last  twenty  years  of 
his  life  In  the  Village  of  Jewett,  where  he  died 
at  the  age  of  eighty-four  years,  and  his  widow 
now  makes  her  home  with  her  daughter  Hattie, 
the  wife  of  William  Miller,  of  Loudon  Town- 
ship. Mr.  Slates  was  a staunch  democrat  in 
political  adherency  and  was  a communicant  of 
the  Lutheran  Church,  as  is  also  his  widow.  His 
first  marriage  was  solemnized  June  27.  1844, 
when  Miss  Nancy  Stinger  became  his  wife,  she 
having  been  horn  in  February.  1821.  a daughter 
of  George  Stinger.  Mrs.  Slates  died  in  1853. 
her  children  having  been  five  in  number:  Oliver. 
Harvey.  Emily  (Mrs.  Arbaugh),  Sarah  E.  and 
Herbert.  April  20,  1854,  Mr.  Slates  wedded 
Miss  Abby  Harner,  whose  death  occurred  in 
1860,  their  children  having  been  three  In  num- 
ber: Nancy  (Mrs.  Myers).  Samuel  and  John. 
September  12,  1865.  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Slates  to  Mrs.  Eliza  Jane  (Duel)  Walters, 
who  was  born  in  1833.  a daughter  of  Samuel 
Duel.  Of  this  union  were  born  five  children. 
The  Duel  family  settled  in  Lee  Township.  Car- 
roll  County,  in  the  pioneer  days.  Of  the  five 
children  James  D.,  of  this  sketch,  is  the  eldest; 
Hattie  B.  is  the  wife  of  William  Miller,  of 
Loudon  Township;  Howard  W.  resides  at  Den- 
nison. Tuscarawas  County;  Mary  is  the  wife  of 
David  Hosterman,  of  Loudon  Township;  and 
Charles  W.  resides  at  Jewett,  this  county. 

James  Daniel  Slates  was  born  in  Loudon 
Township  on  the  30th  of  April,  1867.  and  was 
reared  on  the  home  farm,  the  while  he  profited 
fully  by  the  advantages  afforded  in  the  district 
schools  of  his  native  township.  He  continued 
his  association  with  farm  enterprise  until  his 
marriage,  in  1891.  and  thereafter  was  employed 
as  foreman  in  connection  with  construction 
work  on  the  Lake  Erie  & Western  Railroad,  at 
Jewett,  for  several  years.  He  then  purchased 
and  removed  to  his  grandfather’s  old  homestead 
farm,  of  160  acres,  and  here  he  has  since  con- 
ducted successful  operations  as  an  agriculturist 


and  stock-grower,  the  property  being  one  of  the 
excellent  farms  of  Loudon  Township.  Mr. 
Slates  pays  unequivocal  allegiance  to  the  demo- 
cratic party,  is  an  active  member  of  the  Grange 
at  Kilgore,  and  has  served  since  1915  as  libra- 
rian of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  at  Kil- 
gore, of  which  he  and  his  wife  are  zealous 
members. 

September  5,  1891,  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Slates  to  Miss  Etta  Belle  Wenner.  who 
was  born  In  Lee  Township,  this  county,  a daugh- 
ter of  John  and  Rebecca  (Slates)  Wenner. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Slates  have  five  children,  all  of 
whom  remain  at  the  parental  home,  namely: 
John  Wenner,  Donna  Jane,  Lois  Winifred, 
James  Merrill  and  Edith  May. 

Henry  Tomlinson  manifests  In  his  connection 
with  farm  enterprise  in  Carroll  County  the  same 
vigor  and  resourcefulness  that  have  character- 
ized his  activities  in  other  fields  of  business  en- 
terprise, and  he  is  one  of  the  progressive  and 
highly  valued  citizens  of  Loudon  Township, 
where  he  is  now  serving  his  first  term  as  town- 
ship trustee,  an  office  to  which  he  was  elected 
in  the  fall  of  1919.  He  was  born  in  Perry 
Township,  this  county,  on  the  25th  of  November, 
1864,  and  Is  a son  of  George  and  Catherine 
(Shambaugh)  Tomlinson,  the  former  of  whom 
was  born  in  Harrison  County,  this  state,  and  the 
latter  in  Perry  Township,  Carroll  County. 
Thomas  Tomlinson,  grandfather  of  Henry  Tom- 
linson, was  born  in  England  and  became  one 
of  the  early  settlers  in  Harrison  County.  Ohio. 
John  Shambaugh,  the  maternal  grandfather, 
came  in  an  early  day  from  Pennsylvania  and 
obtained  government  land  in  Perry  Township, 
Carroll  County,  where  he  reclaimed  and  Im- 
proved a farm  and  where  he  passed  the  re- 
mainder of  his  life,  he  having  been  a native 
of  Germany.  George  Tomlinson  became  one  of 
the  representative  farmers  of  Perry  Township, 
where  he  settled  after  his  marriage  and  where 
both  he  and  his  wife  maintained  their  home  for 
many  years,  secure  in  the  high  regard  of  all 
who  knew  them.  However.  George  Tomlinson 
did  a large  amount  of  important  work  as  a 
contractor  and  builder,  and  in  this  line  of  en- 
terprise he  had  his  son  Henry  as  an  effective 
coadjutor,  as  will  be  noted  in  a later  paragraph. 

Henry  Tomlinson  is  indebted  to  the  public 
schools  of  his  native  county  for  his  early  edu- 
cational discipline,  and  In  his  youth  he  gained 
also  a valuable  experience  In  connection  with 
farm  industry.  At  the  age  of  nineteen  years 
he  found  employment  in  connection  with  lum- 
bering operations  near  Dellroy,  this  county,  and 
later  he  became  associated  with  his  father  in 
work  at  the  carpenter’s  trade  at  Sherodsville, 
this  county.  As  contractors  and  builders  they 
erected  many  houses  and  other  buildings  in  the 
village,  and  they  continued  their  successful  ac- 
tivities as  contractors  during  a period  of  fully 
twelve  years.  Henry  Tomlinson  then  went  to 
Dennison.  Tuscarawas  County,  where  he  did 
construction  work  in  connection  with  the  open- 
ing of  a coal  mine  for  the  Davis  Coal  Company, 
in  which  corporation  he  became  a stockholder. 
In  1893  he  retired  from  his  alliance  with  this 
company,  and  in  1896  he  became  associated  with 
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John  B.  Rammage  in  the  purchase  of  the  Twin 
City  coal  mine  in  the  vicinity  of  Dennison. 
Two  and  one-half  years  later  he  made  a lease  of 
his  interest  in  this  mine,  and  for  six  months 
thereafter  he  was  engaged  in  repair  work  for 
the  Panhandle  Railroad,  at  Dennison.  For  some 
time  he  was  associated  with  his  brother  George 
W.  and  a man  named  Schofield  in  the  bottling 
of  carbonated  water  and  other  soft  drinks,  at 
Dennison,  and  the  failing  health  of  his  parents 
then  led  him  to  return  to  the  home  in  Carroll 
County,  where  he  remained  with  his  parents  on 
the  farm  until  the  close  of  their  lives.  He  then 
returned  to  Dennison,  where  he  continued  his 
activities  as  a contractor  and  builder  about  five 
years.  On  the  25th  of  March,  1909,  Mr.  Tom- 
linson established  his  residence  on  the  William 
Arbangh  farm,  of  104  acres,  in  Loudon  Town- 
ship, Carroll  County,  this  property  having  pre- 
viously been  purchased  by  him.  In  1911  he 
bought  fifty-four  acres  of  timber  land,  in  Perry 
Township,  and  from  this  tract  he  obtained 
230,000  feet  of  timber.  He  now  utilizes  the  land 
for  pasturage  purposes.  In  his  vigorous  farm 
enterprise  Mr.  Tomlinson  gives  special  attention 
to  the  raising  of  registered  Percheron  horses, 
registered  Poland-China  swine,  fine  Delaine 
sheep,  and  registered  Hereford  cattle,  besides 
which  the  farm  shows  several  hundred  chickens 
and  is  a center  of  successful  poultry  enterprise. 

Mr.  Tomlinson  is  a thoroughgoing  republican 
and  is  well  fortified  in  his  political  convictions. 
While  a resident  of  Sherodsville  he  served  two 
terms  as  a member  of  the  village  council,  and, 
as  before  noted,  he  is  now  serving  as  trustee 
of  Loudon  Township.  He  is  a valued  and  ap- 
preciative member  of  Kilgore  Grange,  and  Is 
serving  on  its  financial  board.  He  and  his  wife 
are  active  members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  at  Kilgore,.  In  October,  1891,  Mr.  Tom- 
linson wa8C  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Eliza- 
beth Morgan,  who  was  born  in  Stark  County, 
Ohio,  a daughter  of  Thomas  and  Jane  Morgan, 
both  natives  of  Wales.  She  died  November  13, 
1917,  and  left  three  children:  Corlnne  Is  the 

wife  of  John  Mooney,  of  Dennison,  Tuscarawas 
County;  Dremond,  who  is  associated  with  his 
father  in  the  work  and  management  of  the  home 
farm,  married  Miss  Jessie  Smith  and  they  have 
one  child,  Willis;  and  Catherine  is  the  young- 
est member  of  the  attractive  home  circle. 

William  Samuel  Binges  has  relied  almost 
entirely  on  his  own  ability  and  energy  in  mak- 
ing for  himself  a place  of  independence  in  con- 
nection with  the  productive  activities  of  life, 
and  is  to-day  numbered  among  the  substantial 
and  representative  farmers  of  Loudon  Town- 
ship, Carroll  County,  where  his  progressive  ac- 
tivities as  an  agriculturist  and  stock-raiser  are 
staged  on  the  fine  old  Joseph  Wood  farm,  of 
237  acres.  He  was  born  in  Perry  Township, 
this  county,  on  the  26th  of  September,  1871.  and 
is  a son  of  Mathias  and  Rebecca  (Gotschall) 
Ringer,  both  natives  of  Harrison  County,  this 
state,  where  the  respective  grandparents  were 
early  settlers — John  and  Mary  Binger,  and 
James  and  Eva  Gotschall.  After  his  marriage 
Mathias  Binger  settled  on  a farm  in  Perry 
Township,  later  he  resided  for  some  time  In 


the  State  of  Wisconsin,  and  he  was  a resident 
of  Plymouth,  Indiana,  at  the  time  of  his  death, 
his  wife  having  died  about  the  year  1900  and 
William  S.,  of  this  review,  being  the  eldest  of 
the  three  children.  The  second,  Homer,  died 
when  about  eight  years  of  age,  and  the  third, 
Alonzo,  is  a resident  of  Uhrichsville,  Tuscara- 
was County. 

William  S.  Binger  gained  his  rudimentary 
education  in  the  schools  of  his  native  town- 
ship, and  when  he  was  a lad  of  ten  years  he 
was  taken  by  his  father  to  Browntown.  Green 
County,  Wisconsin,  where  be  attended  the  pub- 
lic schools  four  years.  His  father  departed  and 
left  him  at  Browntown,  and  his  mother  soon 
came  for  him  and  returned  with  him  to  Carroll 
County.  For  two  years  thereafter  he  was  em- 
ployed on  the  farm  of  Emanuel  Sawvel.  near 
Rurnley,  Harrison  County,  and  after  meeting 
with  an  accident  that  resulted  in  the  fractur- 
ing of  the  bones  of  one  of  his  legs  he  passed 
several  months  in  the  home  of  bis  uncle,  Joshua 
Arbaugh,  at  Solo.  Harrison  County.  There- 
after he  continued  to  be  employed,  principally 
at  farm  work,  by  the  month  and  the  year,  until 
1902,  when  he  married  Miss  Margaret  Gotschall, 
who  was  born  and  reared  in  Loudon  Township, 
Carroll  County,  a daughter  of  Daniel  and  Eliza 
(Wood)  Gotschall,  the  former  a native  of  Har- 
rison County  and  the  latter  of  Loudon  Town- 
ship, Carroll  County.  After  his  marriage  Mr. 
Binger  established  his  residence  on  the  home- 
stead farm  of  his  wife’s  parents,  and  here  he 
has  since  been  successfully  and  vigorously  giv- 
ing his  attention  to  diversified  agriculture  and 
the  raising  of  cattle,  hogs  and  Delaine  sheep. 
He  is  a democrat  in  his  political  views  and  he 
and  his  wife  are  zealous  members  of  the  Evan- 
gelical Lutheran  Church  at  New  Rurnley,  In 
which  he  is  serving  as  a member  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees.  They  have  three  children — Harold, 
Mary  and  Marjory. 

Chester  Redman  Worley.  It  Is  not  given  to 
every  man  to  own  his  birthplace,  but  such  Is 
the  good  luck  of  Chester  Redman  Worley,  one 
of  the  energetic  young  farmers  of  Carroll 
County,  whose  fine  farm  of  140  acres  is  located 
in  Rose  Township.  Here  he  was  born  in  1892. 
a son  of  Owen  E.  and  Florence  (Redman)  Wor- 
ley. The  family  is  an  old  one  In  this  region, 
the  great-grandfather  having  conducted  a hotel 
at  Morges,  Rose  Tpwnship.  after  he  came  to 
Carroll  County  from  Pennsylvania.  John  V. 
Worley,  the  grandfather,  lived  in  Brown  Town- 
ship. this  county,  where  he  died  in  1901,  having 
been  a farmer  all  of  his  life.  He  married  Abi- 
gail Snyder,  and  they  had  four  sons  and  four 
daughters,  of  whom  Owen  E.  was  the  fifth  in 
order  of  birth.  He  developed  into  a farmer, 
bought  the  140-acre  farm  now  owned  by  his  son, 
and  operated  it  until  he  retired,  locating  then 
at  Magnolia,  where  he  and  his  wife  are  now 
enjoying  the  comforts  of  life.  Chester  R.  Wor- 
ley is  their  only  child.  Politically  he  is  a re- 
publican, and  has  held  a number  of  the  town- 
ship offices,  having  been  a member  of  the  School 
Board  of  Rose  Township.  They  are  both  very 
popular,  and  the  success  of  the  elder  man  is 
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being  reflected  in  the  life  and  work  of  the 
younger. 

Chester  R.  Worley  attended  the  schools  of 
Districts  Nos.  6 and  3 until  he  was  seventeen 
years  old,  and  then  in  1912  he  took  a short 
course  in  the  agricultural  department  of  the 
Ohio  State  University,  and  returning  home,  has 
been  engaged  in  farming  ever  since.  He  mar- 
ried Emma  Wetzell,  a daughter  of  Christopher 
and  Caroline  (Warner)  Wetzell,  of  Rose  Town- 
ship, in  1914,  and  they  have  one  son,  Roscoe 
Ellsworth.  Mr.  Worley  finds  it  expedient  to 
belong  to  the  National  Grange  at  Magnolia,  and 
benefits  from  his  association  with  his  fellow 
members.  The  Lutheran  Church  at  Magnolia 
has  his  earnest  support,  and  he  has  been  a 
member  of  it  for  some  time. 

If  more  of  the  young  men  of  the  rural  dis- 
tricts could  be  induced  to  do  as  Mr.  Worley, 
devote  themselves  to  an  agricultural  life,  a 
wonderful  advancement  would  be  seen  in  this 
industry.  The  man  who  has  been  born  and 
bred  on  a farm  has  the  love  of  the  soil  ingrained 
in  his  being.  Having  spent  his  life  in  a neigh- 
borhood he  understands  its  needs  and  possibili- 
ties and  can  advocate  and  support  those  meas- 
ures which  will  be  most  beneficial  to  it.  and 
at  the  same  time  gain  a competency  of  fair 
proportions.  Carroll  County  has  a number  of 
these  young  men  Interested  in  farming,  and  this 
is  one  of  the  reasons  for  its  present  prestige. 

John  H.  Stenger  has  effectively  proved  his 
success-winning  powers  in  connection  with  farm 
industry  In  his  native  county  and  township  and 
as  a scion  of  the  third  generation  of  the  Stenger 
family  in -Carroll  County,  the  family,  in  fact, 
having  been  founded  in  this  section  of  Ohio,  In 
Harrison  County,  in  the  year  1798. 

Mr.  Stenger  was  born  In  Loudon  Township, 
Carroll  County,  on  the  21st  of  August,  1832, 
and  Is  a son  of  John  and  Helen  (S'arbaugh) 
Stenger,  the  former  of  whom  likewise  was  born 
In  Loudon  Township  and  the  latter  of  whom 
was  a native  of  Virginia.  George  Stenger, 
grandfather  of  John  H.  Stenger,  was  born  in 
Franklin  County,  Pennsylvania,  March  4,  1791, 
a son  of  William  Stenger,  who  was  born  Irt 
Germany  and  who  became  an  early  settler  in 
the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  where  he  passed  the 
remainder  of  his  life,  as  a farmer.  At  the  age 
of  seven  years  George  Stenger  accompanied  his 
widowed  mother  and  the  other  children  of  the 
family  to  Ohio,  where  settlement  was  made  in 
Harrison  County,  in  1798.  In  that  county  he 
was  reared  to  manhood  amid  the  scenes  and  in- 
fluences of  the  frontier,  and  in  1821  he  became 
a resident  of  Loudon  Township,  Carroll  County, 
where  he  developed  the  productive  farm  that 
continued  to  be  his  place  of  residence  until  his 
death,  in  January,  1873,  he  having  followed  the 
trade  of  Cabinetmaker  prior  to  removal  to  Car- 
roll County.  The  family  name  of  his  wife  was 
Hamer  and  she  was  bom  in  Pennsylvania,  In 
1798.  Of  their  fourteen  children  two  died  in 
infancy,  and  most  of  the  others  attained  to 
years  of  maturity.  Mrs.  Stenger  preceded  her 
husband  to  the  life  eternal,  her  death  having 
occurred  in  1863.  They  contributed  their  share 
to  the  earlier  development  and  upbuilding  of 


Oarroll  County  and  their  names  merit  high 
place  on  the  roster  of  the  sterling  pioneers  of 
the  county. 

John  Stenger  was  reared  on  the  old  home 
farm  in  Loudon  Township,  gained  his  early 
education  In  the  common  schools  of  the  locality 
and  period,  and  his  entire  active  career  was 
marked  by  successful  association  with  farm  en- 
terprises In  his  native  township.  Here  his  death 
occurred  April  9,  1885,  his  wife  having  passed 
away  on  the  24th  of  February  of  the  preceding 
year,  and  both  having  been  earnest  members 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  Of  their 
children  the  eldest  is  Sarah  E.,  who  is  the 
widow  of  Robert  G.  Gordon  and  who  resides 
in  Loudon  Township;  John  H.,  of  this  sketch, 
was  the  next  in  order  of  birth;  and  Mary  is 
the  wife  of  Elmer  Roof,  of  Loudon  Township. 

John  H.  Stenger  was  afforded  the  advantages 
of  the  public  schools  of  the  Village  of  Kilgore 
and  he  remained  with  his  parents  on  the  old 
home  farm  until  their  deaths.  After  his  mar- 
riage, in  1887,  he  continued  in  charge  of  the 
home  farm  for  a time,  and  then  removed  to 
the  farm  of  ICO  acres  which  his  wife  had  in- 
herited from  her  father.  Here  they  have  since 
maintained  their  home,  and  the  area  of  the 
place  Is  augmented  by  their  ownership  also  of 
an.  adjoining  tract  of  eighty  acres  the  farm 
being  one  of  the  well  improved  and  well  ordered 
landed  estates  of  Loudon  Township,  where  Mr. 
Stenger  has  been  notably  successful  in  his  vig- 
orous activities  as  an  agriculturist  and  stock- 
grower.  He  Is  a republican,  has  been  for  many 
years  a member  of  the  School  Board  of  his 
district,  is  an  active  and  influential  member  of 
the  Amsterdam  Grange,  which  he  has  served 
as  treasurer,  and  he  and  his  wife  are  zealous 
members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  at 
Simmons  Ridge,  in  which  he  has  held  various 
official  positions,  including  that  of  steward,  of 
which  he  is  the  present  incumbent. 

On  the  3d  of  November,  1887,  was  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  Mr.  Stenger  to  Miss  Thirsa  A. 
Simmons,  who  likewise  was  bom  and  reared 
in  Loudon  Township,  and  who  is  a daughter  of 
Adam  and  Mary  (Lucas)  Simmons,  the  Sim- 
mons family  being  honored  in  the  perpetuation 
of  the  name  in  Simmons  Ridge.  In  the  immedi- 
ate vicinity  of  which  the  old  family  homestead 
is  situated.  Mr,  and  Mrs.  Stenger  have  three 
children : William,  who  married  Miss  Hazel 
Mclntire,  is  a progressive  farmer  in  Loudon 
Township;  and  Bert  M,  and  Mary  Helen  remain 
at  the  parental  home. 

John  Henry  Fawcett  is  a scion  of  the  fourth 
generation  of  the  Fawcett  family  in  Carroll 
County  and  in  all  of  the  relations  of  life  he  is 
upholding  the  prestige  of  a family  name  that 
has  been  one  of  prominence  in  the  annals  of 
this  county  for  more  than  a century. 

John  and  Letta  (Armstrong)  Fawcett,  great- 
grandparents  of  him  whose  name  initiates  this 
review,  continued  to  reside  in  County  Ferman- 
agh, Ireland,  until  1816,  when,  with  their  chil- 
dren. they  severed  the  ties  that  bound  them  to 
their  native  land  and  set  forth  to  establish  a 
new  home  in  America,  where  they  were  des- 
tined to  have  a full  share  of  pioneer  experi- 
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ences  in  what  is  now  Carroll  County,  Ohio. 
From  New  York  City  Mr.  Fawcett  set  forth  on 
foot  for  Ohio,  and  upon  his  arrival  in  the  pres- 
ent Carroll  County  he  entered  claim  to  a one- 
half  section  of  Government  land,  in  the  town- 
ship that  later  was  to  bear  the  name  of  Union. 
He  brought  to  bear  his  versatility  and  re- 
sourcefulness in  meeting  the  requirements  of 
the  frontier  region,  and  the  first  dwelling  which 
he  provided  for  his  family  was  of  the  most 
primitive  type.  Scanty  was  the  provender  of 
the  home  at  times,  but  with  the  development 
of  his  land  this  sturdy  pioneer  gained  in  pros- 
perity. and  the  hewed  log  house  which  he 
erected  as  soon  as  possible,  continued  to  be 
the  family  domicile  until  1837,  when  he  erected 
on  the  home  farm  a substantial  brick  house 
which  long  remained  as  one  of  the  landmarks 
of  this  county.  Mr.  Fawcett  was  one  of  the 
strong,  resolute  and  upright  men  who  did  much 
In  furthering  the  normal  development  and  pro- 
gress of  the  county  in  the  pioneer  days  and  he 
remained  on  his  original  farm  until  his  death, 
in  1838,  when  he  was  about  seventy-five  years 
of  age,  his  wife  having  died  in  the  preceding 
year,  and  both  having  been  for  many  years 
zealous  members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church.  Their  children  were  seven  in  number: 
Elizabeth  Riley.  Letta  Grace,  Jane  Atwell,  Ann 
McCourt,  Dorinda  Brooks,  Charles  and  Alex- 
ander. 

The  son  Charles  was  born  in  County  Fer- 
managh, Ireland,  in  1799,  gained  his  early 
education  in  his  native  land  and  was  a vigorous 
youth  of  seventeen  years  when  he  accompanied 
his  parents  to  the  United  States  and  loyally 
girded  himself  to  bear  his  share  of  the  burdens 
and  responsibilities  of  the  pioneer  farm  in  the 
forest  wilds  of  Ohio.  In  1820  he  wedded  Miss 
Margery  Brooks,  who  was  born  in  Ireland, 
about  the  year  1800,  and  who  was  sixteen  years 
of  age  when  she  came  to  America.  After  his 
marriage  Charles  Fawcett  remained  on  the  old 
homestead  farm,  in  Union  Township,  until  1857, 
when  he  removed  with  his  family  to  Iowa  and 
became  one  of  the  pioneer  settlers  and  farmers 
of  Cedar  County,  where  he  remained  until  his 
death,  in  1873,  his  widow  surviving  until  1882 
and  both  having  been  consistent  members  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  Mr.  Fawcett 
was  originally  a whig  in  politics  but  united 
with  the  republican  party  at  the  time  of  its 
organization  and  ever  afterward  was  a staunch 
supporter  of  its  cause.  Prior  to  his  removal  to 
Iowa  he  has  served  several  years  as  justice  of 
the  peace  in  Union  Township.  His  children 
were  eleven  in  number:  Nancy  Grace,  John,  Dr. 
Henry.  Letta  (Mrs.  Kneen),  Rebecca  (Mrs. 
Butler),  Alexander  A.,  Dr.  Charles,  Dorinda 
(Mrs.  Teter),  Thomas,  Margery  (Mrs.  Moore), 
and  James.  Of  the  sons  Thomas  and  James 
served  as  soldiers  of  the  Union  in  the  Civil 
war.  and  Alexander  A. 

Alexander  Armstrong  Fawcett  was  born  in 
Union  Township,  Carroll  County,  May  16,  1829, 
and  was  there  reared  to  manhood  under  the 
conditions  and  influences  of  the  pioneer  days. 
He  remained  on  the  old  home  farm  until  his 
marriage,  in  1855,  on  the  1st  of  February  of 
which  year  Miss  Ellen  Kneen  became  his  wife, 


she  having  been  born  in  Loudon  Township,  this 
county,  in  September,  1829,  a daughter  of  Wil- 
liam and  Mary  (Kenyon)  Kneen,  natives  of 
the  Isle  of  Man.  William  Kneen  and  his  wife 
came  to  the  United  States  about  1820,  and  upon 
coming  to  Ohio  they  first  located  in  Cleveland. 
Later  they  removed  to  the  vicinity  of  New 
Rumley,  Harrison  County,  whence  they  shortly 
afterward  came  to  the  present  Carroll  County, 
where,  about  the  year  1825,  Mr.  Kneen  pur- 
chased a slightly  improved  farm  of  165  acres, 
in  Loudon  Township.  For  this  property,  in 
section  7,  he  paid  $500.  He  reclaimed  and  de- 
veloped the  farm  and  there  he  and  his  wife 
passed  the  remainder  of  their  lives.  In  their 
declining  years  they  were  cared  for  with  earn- 
est solicitude  by  their  daughter  Ella.  Mrs. 
Ella  Fawcett  was  born  on  the  homestead  farm, 
as  were  also  all  of  her  children,  and  here  she 
died  in  April,  1906,  her  husband  passing  away 
in  May  of  the  previous  year  and  the  memories 
of  both  being  revered  in  the  community  in 
which  they  long  lived  and  wrought  to  goodly 
ends,  their  religious  faith  having  been  that  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  and  Mr.  Faw- 
cett having  been  a republican  in  politics.  Of 
the  children  the  firstborn  was  Mary,  who  be 
came  the  wife  of  J.  W.  Reed  and  who  died 
when  a young  woman;  William  C.  is  a civil 
engineer  by  profession  and  now  resides  at  Mar- 
tin’s Ferry,  Belmont  County;  Ella  and  John  H. 
remain  on  the  old  home  farm,  in  the  ownership 
of  which  they  are  associated  with  their  brother 
William  C. ; and  Flora  Is  the  wife  of  Harvey  H. 
Cogsil,  a prosperous  farmer  in  Loudon  Town- 
ship. 

John  Henry  Fawcett,  to  whom  this  review  is 
dedicated,  was  born  on  the  farm  which  Is  his 
present  place  of  residence,  and  the  date  of  his 
nativity  was  April  21,  1864.  After  having  at- 
tended the  district  schools  he  continued  his 
studies  two  years  in  Harlem  College  and  one 
year  in  the  Ohio  Wesleyan  University,  at  Dela- 
ware. When  twenty-five  years  of  age  he  went 
to  Iowa,  where  he  visited  for  some  time  with 
kinsfolk  and  thence,  in  company  with  his  sister 
Ella,  he  went  to  Los  Angeles,  California,  in 
which  state  they  remained  a few  months.  In 
the  following  year  they  again  went  to  that 
state,  and  on  this  occasion  remained  nine 
months.  After  his  marriage,  which  occurred  in 
1892.  he  and  his  wife  maintained  their  home 
at  Kilgore,  Carroll  County,  about  three  years, 
during  the  major  part  of  which  time  he  was 
clerk  in  a mercantile  establishment  There- 
after he  assisted  in  the  management  of  his  fa- 
ther’s home  farm  and  then  moved  to  another 
farm  owned  by  his  father  in  Loudon  Town- 
ship. After  the  death  of  his  mother  he  re- 
turned to  the  old  farm  upon  which  he  was 
born,  and  here  he  has  since  remained,  as  one 
of  the  progressive  agriculturists  and  stock- 
growers  of  his  native  county.  As  before  stated, 
he  is  associated  with  his  brother  William  C. 
and  sister  Ella  in  the  ownership  of  this  fine 
farm  of  160  acres.  He  is  a stalwart  advocate 
of  the  principles  of  the  republican  party,  and 
has  been  active  in  public  affairs  in  Loudon 
Township,  where  he  served  two  terms  as  town- 
ship treasurer,  where  he  has  been  township 
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trustee  since  1918,  and  where  he  has  repre- 
sented the  township  as  a member  of  the  County 
Board  of  Education  from  the  time  of  its  or- 
ganization. He  is  affiliated  with  Kilgore  Lodge 
No.  342,  Knights  of  Pythias,  and  is  an  active 
and  valued  member  of  Kilgore  Grange,  in  which 
he  holds  the  office  of  overseer  in  1921.  He  and 
his  wife  are  zealous  members  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  at  Kilgore,  and  he  is  serving 
as  a steward  of  the  same. 

February  25.  1892.  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Fawcett  to  Miss  Mary  Smith,  who  was 
born  at  Kilgore,  this  county,  a daughter  of 
John  H.  and  Emma  J.  (Stenger)  Smith,  natives 
of  Loudon  Township  and  representatives  of  old 
and  honored  families  of  Carroll  County.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Fawcett  have  two  children,  Ralph  S. 
and  Lucile,  both  of  whom  remain  at  the  par- 
ental home.  Ralph  S.  gives  much  of  his  time 
to  his  technical  service  as  a driller  of  oil  wells 
for  the  American  Gas  Company.  He  married 
Miss  Minnie  Wile,  and  they  have  two  sons. 
James  Wendell  and  John  Kenneth. 

It  is  worthy  of  mention  that  Mr.  Fawcett 
has  marked  talent  as  a musician,  ns  a skilled 
player  on  the  cornet.  He  initiated  his  career 
as  a member  of  a band  when  he  was  but  fifteen 
years  old,  and  since  that  time  has  been  a mem- 
ber of  several  different  bands  organized  in  his 
native  county.  Since  1900  he  has  been  the 
lender  of  the  Kilgore  Band,  in  which  his  son 
plays  the  slide  trombone,  his  daughter  the  E-flat 
bass,  while  William  Shearer,  a partner  of  Ralph 
S.  Fawcett  in  drilling  oil  wells,  plays  the  bari- 
tone horn  in  this  band,  which  has  attained  to 
a high  degree  of  proficiency. 

Peter  K.  Herstine  has  developed  a valuable 
farm  in  Rose  Township  of  Carroll  County  and 
is  recognized  ns  one  of  the  leading  representa- 
tives of  the  agricultural  class  In  that  section. 

He  was  born  in  Fairfield  Township,  Tuscara- 
was County.  Ohio.  October  13,  1856,  son  of 
Joseph  Triver  and  Rachel  (Kollar)  Herstine. 
The  family  was  an  old  established  one  in  West- 
moreland County.  Pennsylvania.  The  grand- 
parents were  Abraham  and  Catherine  (Zim- 
merman) Herstine.  who  were  married  in  West- 
moreland County  and  were  the  parents  of  five 
daughters  and  three  sons.  When  Joseph  Triver 
Herstine  was  five  years  of  age  the  family  moved 
to  Tuscarawas  County  and  later  to  Owen  Coun- 
ty. Indiana.  Joseph  T.  Herstine  died  in  De- 
cember, 1903,  and  his  wife  on  March  19.  1908. 

Peter  Iv.  Herstine  acquired  his  early  educa- 
tion in  the  public  schools  of  Owen  and  Clay 
counties.  Indiana,  and  when  he  was  nineteen 
the  family  returned  to  Tuscarawas  County, 
where  he  attended  several  winter  terms  of 
school  in  Fairfield  Township  until  he  was 
twenty-two.  He  also  assisted  on  the  farm  and 
on  March  27,  1891,  he  married  Emma  Magda- 
lena Worner,  daughter  of  James  Christopher 
and  Catherine  (Wertz)  Worner,  of  Fairfield 
Township.  Her  father  was  thirteen  years  of 
age  when  his  parents  came  from  Wuertemberg. 
Germany,  and  settled  in  Tuscarawas  County, 
where  he  married  and  where  he  died  February 
23.  1909,  Mrs.  Herstine’s  mother  passing  away 
September  13,  1913.  She  was  the  oldest  of 


three  sons  and  five  daughters,  all  of  whom  are 
living.  Mrs.  Herstine  attended  the  Possum 
Hollow  School  until  she  was  sixteen,  and  was 
twenty-nine  when  she  married. 

After  his  marriage  Mr.  Herstine  located  on 
a sixty-acre  farm  adjoining  his  present  home, 
and  was  a renter  there  for  nine  years.  He 
made  progress,  supported  his  family  and  ac- 
cumulated the  means  which  enabled  him  to  pur- 
chase his  present  farm  of  forty-five  acres.  He 
took  the  land  comparatively  undeveloped,  built 
a good  home,  and  has  been  doing  well  ever 
since.  He  is  a carpenter  by  trade,  and  that 
occupation  has  fitted  in  well  with  his  farming 
enterprise,  enabling  him  to  keep  busy  prac- 
tically the  entire  year.  He  and  his  wife  are 
members  of  the  United  Brethren  Church  and  he 
is  Independent  In  politics.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Her- 
stine have  two  children : Leona  Idella  and 
Glen  wood  Harold,  both  at  home. 

Charles  W.  Simmons  passed  his  entire  life 
In  Carroll  County,  save  for  the  period  of  his 
gallant  and  patriotic  service  as  a soldier  of 
the  Union  in  the  Civil  war,  and  he  was  a rep- 
resentative of  one  of  the  honored  pioneer  fam- 
ilies of  this  now  opulent  and  progressive  section 
of  the  Buckeye  State.  Mr.  Simmons  was  born 
in  Loudon  Township,  this  county,  on  the  24th  of 
November,  1841.  and  he  passed  the  closing  years 
of  his  life  on  his  well  improved  farm  in  Lee 
Township,  this  county,  where  his  death  oc- 
curred January  5,  1918.  He  was  a son  of 
William  and  Elizabeth  (Albaugh)  Simmons,  the 
former  of  whom  was  born  near  Hagerstown. 
Maryland,  December  3.  1795.  and  the  latter 
August  11,  1800,  a daughter  of  John  Peter  and 
Leah  (Cook)  Albaugh.  who  were  numbered 
among  the  sterling  pioneers  of  what  is  now 
Carroll  County,  Ohio.  William  Simmons  was 
a lad  of  about  ten  years  when  he  accompanied 
his  older  brothers.  John,  Adam  and  Jacob,  to 
Ohio,  and  here  he  remained  in  the  home  of 
his  brother  Adam  until  he  had  attained  to  his 
legal  majority.  In  March,  1820,  he  married 
Miss  Elizabeth  Albaugh,  and  they  established 
their  home  on  an  embryonic  farm  of  155  acres 
which  he  had  previously  purchased,  in  Loudon 
Township.  Carroll  County.  The  young  couple 
had  as  their  domicile  a log  cabin  of  the  true 
pioneer  type,  and  with  the  passing  years  Mr. 
Simmons  reclaimed  much  of  his  land  from  the 
forest  and  developed  a productive  farm.  On 
this  old  homestead  he  remained  until  his  death, 
December  22,  1876,  his  widow  having  passed 
away  February  1,  1883,  both  having  been  zeal- 
ous members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
and  Mr.  Simmons  having  been  a staunch  re- 
publican In  politics.  They  became  the  parents 
of  eight  children — Levi,  Mary,  John,  Sarah,  Ma- 
tilda, Eliza,  Charles  W.  and  Jacob.  Charles 
W.  Simmons  was  reared  on  the  old  home  farm 
and  gained  his  early  education  in  the  common 
schools  of  the  locality  and  period.  He  repre- 
sented Carroll  County  as  a soldier  of  the  Union 
during  the  closing  period  of  the  Civil  war. 
On  the  14th  of  February.  1865,  he  enlisted  as  a 
private  in  Company  A.  One  Hundred  and 
Eighty-sixth  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  a regi- 
ment commanded  by  Col.  Thomas  E.  Welds,

while  James  E.  Phelps  was  captain  of  Com- 
pany A.  The  command  was  assigned  to  an  in- 
dependent brigade  of  the  First  and  Second 
Divisions,  Department  of  the  Cumberland,  and 
Mr.  Simmons  accompanied  his  regiment  In  turn 
to  Murfreesboro,  and  Cleveland,  Tennessee; 
Dalton,  Georgia,  from  which  latter  point  it 
proceeded  to  Chattanooga,  Tennessee,  on  the 
10th  of  May.  In  that  locality  the  regiment  re- 
mained until  July  20,  when  it  moved  to  Nash- 
ville, Tennessee,  where  he  continued  to  be  sta- 
tioned until  September  19,  when  it  was  ordered 
to  Columbus,  Ohio,  where  Mr.  Simmons  re- 
ceived his  honorable  discharge  on  that  date,  his 
services  having  thus  continued  for  several 
months  after  the  surrender  of  Generals  Lee 
and  Johnston.  In  later  years  he  vitalized  the 
associations  of  his  military  career  by  his  appre- 
ciative affiliation  with  the  post  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic  then  maintained  at  Har- 
lem Springs,  Carroll  County,  nearly  all  of  the 
comrades  of  this  post  having  now  passed  away, 
so  that  the  organization  has  lapsed. 

After  the  close  of  the  war  Mr.  Simmons  re- 
sumed his  active  association  with  farm  enter- 
prise in  Carroll  County,  and  after  his  mar- 
riage. in  1SS3,  he  resided  on  his  well  improved 
farm  of  eighty  acres,  in  Lee  Township,  until 
his  deafh,  his  widow  still  remaining  on  this 
place  and  their  sons  having  active  management 
of  the  same.  Mr.  Simmons  erected  the  sub- 
stantial buildings  on  this  farm,  including  the 
attractive  house,  and  here  he  continued  his 
successful  activities  as  on  agriculturist  and 
stock-grower  until  the  close  of  his  life.  A man 
of  inviolable  integrity  In  all  of  the  relations 
of  life,  he  commanded  secure  place  in  the  con- 
fidence and  esteem  of  all  who  knew  him,  and 
his  influence  In  community  affairs  was  ever 
benignant  and  helpful.  He  was  a staunch  re- 
publican and  he  served  several  terms  as  trustee 
of  Lee  Township.  He  had  served  also  as  a trus- 
tee of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  at  Kil- 
gore. of  which  his  widow  likewise  Is  an  earnest 
member. 

On  the  12th  of  August,  1883,  was  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  Mr.  Simmons  to  Miss  Ellen 
Hosterman,  who  likewise  was  bom  and  reared 
in  Carroll  County,  and  who  Is  a daughter  of 
the  late  Peter  and  Rebecca  (Hibbs)  Hosterman. 
Of  the  children  of  this  union  the  eldest  was 
Mary,  who  was  born  May  20,  1884,  and  whose 
death  occurred  April  27,  1917.  She  became  the 
wife  of  Oscar  Shepard  and  Is  survived  by  four 
children — Harold.  Ellen,  Earl  and  Joseph. 
William,  who  resides  at  Carrollton,  the  county 
seat,  married  Miss  Jessie  Brooks  and  their  only 
child.  Martha  Marie,  died  in  early  childhood. 
Frederick,  of  Lee  Township,  married  Miss  May 
McIntyre  and  they  have  one  daughter,  Pauline. 
Bert  F.,  likewise  associated  with  farm  industry 
in  Lee  Township,  married  Miss  Ruby  Cogsil 
and  they  have  one  child,  Mary.  Jesse  and  Earl 
remain  with  their  widowed  mother  on  the  old 
home  farm  and  have  active  charge  of  its  opera- 
tions. Jesse  was  in  the  nation’s  military  ser- 
vice in  the  late  World  war.  as  a private  in  the 
Ninety-first  Division,  which  was  called  into  ac- 
tive service  overseas.  After  the  close  of  the 
war  he  received  his  honorable  discharge,  in 


May,  1919,  and  he  then  resumed  his  activities 
on  the  home  farm. 

Hugh  Milton  Rinehabt,  one  of  the  substan- 
tial farmers  of  Rose  Township,  has  earned  the 
right  to  be  considered  one  of  the  prosperous 
agriculturists  of  Carroll  County,  and  his  fine 
farm  of  115  acres  shows  the  result  of  his  prac- 
tical knowledge  and  hard  work.  He  was  bom 
in  Rose  Township,  May  7,  1864,  a son  of  George 
and  Harriet  (Wall)  Rinehart,  of  Pennsylvania- 
German  stock,  and  grandson  of  David  Rine- 
hart, who  was  bom  in  Westmoreland  County. 
Pennsylvania,  and  was  a farmer.  He  married 
Elizabeth  Snyder  and  they  came  to  Ohio,  locat- 
ing on  a farm  near  Waynesburg,  Stark  County, 
his  father,  Valentine  Rinehart,  accompanying 
them.  Subsequently  David  Rinehart  moved  to 
Rose  Township  and  settled  in  the  woods  two 
miles  south  of  Magnolia,  where  he  built  a log 
hut.  in  which  the  family  lived  for  a time. 
There  were  four  sons  and  two  daughters  in  the 
grandparents’  family,  of  whom  George  Rinehart 
was  the  eldest.  Mrs.  Rinehart  died  April  5, 
1896,  her  husband  having  died  in  1891.  He  was 
lK>rn  June  12,  1816,  and  they  were  married 
June  3,  1837. 

George  Rinehart  resided  in  Rose  Township 
until  1882,  when  he  moved  to  Sumner  County, 
Kansas.  By  his  first  marriage  he  had  three 
sons  and  one  daughter,  namely:  David  Oliver, 
who  lives  at  Ford,  Kansas,  is  married  and  en- 
gaged in  farming;  John  Elmer,  who  lives  at 
Canton,  Ohio,  married  Eva  Minckley,  and  they 
have  two  sons  and  two  daughters;  Hugh  Mil- 
ton.  who  was  the  next  in  order  of  birth;  and 
Sarah  Elizabeth,  who  Is  Mrs.  John  Parks  of 
Kansas,  has  two  sons  and  two  daughters. 
There  were  two  sons  and  one  daughter  bom 
of  the  second  marriage  of  George  Rinehart. 

During  the  winter  terms  until  he  was  nine- 
teen years  old,  Hugh  Milton  Rinehart  attended 
District  School  No.  9,  in  Rose  Township,  and 
took  one  summer  course  at  the  Magnolia  Nor- 
mal School.  During  the  remainder  of  the  year 
until  he  left  school,  he  worked  on  either  his 
grandfather’s  farm,  or  that  of  his  Uncle  James 
Rinehart,  and  then  began  working  for  neigh- 
boring farmers  as  a farm  hand,  and  was  so 
engaged  until  1881.  Going  back  to  his  grand- 
father’s farm,  he  remained  on  it  for  a year. 

On  February  4,  1886,  Mr.  Rinehart  was  mar- 
ried to  Rosa  Belle  Finefrock,  a daughter  of 
George  and  Belinda  (Worley)  Finefrock,  of 
Sandy  Township.  Stark  County,  Ohio,  of  Penn- 
sylvania-German stock.  The  grandfather  John 
Finefrock  married  Elizabeth  Harple,  and  they 
had  four  daughters  and  five  sons.  The  members 
of  the  family  for  many  generations  have  been 
farmers  and  stockbuyers.  Mr.  Finefrock.  fa- 
ther of  Mrs.  Rinehart,  died  at  Waynesburg. 
Ohio,  at  the  age  of  seventy-four,  and  her  mother 
died  in  April,  1886,  aged  fifty- four  years.  Mrs. 
Rinehart  attended  school  at  Waynesburg  until 
she  was  sixteen  years  of  age.  and  then  re- 
mained at  home  until  she  was  married. 

After  his  marriage  Mr.  Rinehart  bought 
eighty-two  acres  of  land  in  Rose  Township,  and 
lived  on  that  farm  for  thirty-three  years,  when 
he  moved  on  the  R.  P.  Beatty  farm  of  115  acres 
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in  October,  1919,  and  is  now  carrying  on 
general  farming  and  specializing  in  raising 
Shorthorn  blooded  stock  cattle.  This  farm  is 
one  of  the  best  Improved  in  the  county,  the 
buildings  being  splendidly  adapted  for  their 
several  purposes,  and  furnished  with  electric 
lights  and  other  modern  improvements.  A re- 
publican, Mr.  Rinehart  is  active  In  his  party, 
and  was  elected  trustee  of  Rose  Township  for 
six  years,  in  .a  strongly  democratic  township, 
and  has  also  served  on  the  School  Board.  The 
Lutheran  Church  of  Waynesburg  holds  his 
membership. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Rinehart  have  three  children, 
namely:  Ema  Elizabeth,  who  married  Benja- 
min Domer,  of  Waynesburg,  has  four  children, 
— L.  Gidbert,  L.  Milton,  Eileen  and  Ivan  Fran- 
cis, and  one  who  died  in  April,  1918,  at  the  age 
of  eighteen  months,  little  George  Arthur;  Sarah 
Olive,  who  married  Harvey  E.  Sherer  of  Mag- 
nolia, has  two  children, — Hugh  George  and  John 
Glenwood;  and  George  William,  who  married 
Jessie  Olive  DeFord,  August  15,  1920,  and  lives 
with  his  parents. 

George  William  Rinehart  attended  the  district 
schools  of  Rose  Township  and  the  Magnolia 
High  School.  On  July  24,  1918,  he  was  called 
to  the  service  under  the  selective  draft,  at  Car- 
rollton. and  sent  to  Camp  Sherman,  where  he 
was  placed  in  Company  B,  One  Hundred  and 
Fifty-eighth  Depot  Brigade,  and  trained  as  such 
for  a month,  when  he  was  transferred  to  Com- 
pany B,  Three  Hundred  and  Twenty-seventh 
Machine  Gun,  Eighty-fourth  Division,  In  which 
he  was  a buck  private.  He  was  then  sent  to 
Camp  Mills,  Long  Island,  for  a week,  and  then 
sailed  for  Quebec,  Canada,  on  Labor  Day,  on 
an  English  ship,  and  landed  at  Liverpool,  Eng- 
land, with  a convoy  of  twenty-two  tvessels. 
From  Southampton,  England,  the  unit  sailed  for 
Havre,  France,  where  three  days  were  spent, 
following  which  five  days  were  taken  up  with  a 
trip  to  Bordeaux,  where  they  arrived  October 
29,  1918.  He,  with  the  rest  of  his  command, 
was  sent  to  the  training  area  and  transferred 
to  Company  A,  Thirteenth  Machine  Gun  Corps, 
and  he  was  under  fire  all  through  the  Argonne 
campaign  until  the  signing  of  the  armistice. 
He  was  also  under  shell  fire  in  the  Meuse 
engagement  and  becoming  sick  was  sent  to  the 
hospital.  After  he  recovered  he  was  sent  to 
London,  and  from  there  to  different  points  in 
France.  Transferred  to  the  Fifth  Military  Po- 
lice, he  was  sent  to  Arlen,  Belgium,  and  then 
to  Esche,  Luxemburg,  on  police  force  there,  and 
he  was  placed  on  detached  duty,  and  remained 
in  that  principality  until  in  March,  1919,  when 
he  was  transferred  to  Trier,  Germany.  Two 
days  later  he  left  for  Savoy,  France,  and  fin- 
ally sailed  on  the  “Ryndam."  hospital  ship,  June 
19,  1919,  and  landed  in  New  York  City.  June 
29.  For  four  days  he  was  at  Camp  Merritt, 
New  Jersey,  and  was  then  returned  to  Camp 
Sherman,  and  mustered  out  July  9,  1919.  as 
a first-class  private  and  returned  home.  He  is 
a member  of  Waynesburg  Post  No.  432,  Ameri- 
can I region,  and  is  chaplain  of  his  post. 

Hugh  Milton  Rinehart  has  become  one  of 
the  best-known  men  in  agricultural  circles  in 
this  part  of  the  state.  Because  he  has  known 


how  to  carry  on  his  work  and  taken  an  interest 
in  it  he  has  achieved  a more  than  ordinary 
success.  He  and  his  wife  display  an  open- 
handed  hospitality  not  very  generally  found 
today,  and  welcome  to  their  beautiful  home 
their  many  friends  whom  thwr  entertain  de- 
lightfully. As  a public  official  ne  justified  tba 
confidence  displayed  in  him  and  has  every  rea- 
son to  be  satisfied  with  what  he  has  accom- 
plished in  life. 

Ross  P.  Buchanan.  Belonging  to  that  class 
of  workers  whose  practical  training,  quick  per- 
ceptions and  great  capacity  for  painstaking  la- 
bor have  advanced  them  to  positions  of  agricul- 
tural leadership,  Ross  P.  Buchanan  is  known 
as  one  of  the  substantial  citizens  of  Union 
Township,  where  he  owns  a large  and  valuable 
property  which  produces  not  only  all  the  stand- 
ard crops  of  the  locality  but  a high  grade  of 
oil  as  well.  He  is  a native  of  Carroll  County, 
born  on  a farm  in  Monroe  Township  February 
10,  1870,  a son  of  Samuel  and  Ann  (Rutledge) 
(Griffin)  Buchanan. 

The  great-grandparents  of  Mr.  Buchanan, 
Samuel  and  Susanna  Buchanan,  natives  of 
Pennsylvania,  came  to  Harrison  County,  Ohio, 
in  1800,  and  there  purchased  a large  tract  of 
land,  on  which  they  spent  the  rest  of  their 
lives  in  agricultural  pursuits.  Their  son.  John 
Buchanan,  followed  in  the  footsteps  of  his  fa- 
ther, and  applied  himself  to  farming,  first  in 
Harrison  County  and  later  in  Carroll  County, 
where  he  owned  a valuable  property  in  Union 
Township.  John  Buchanan  married  Mary  W. 
Pittenger,  and  among  their  children  was  Sam- 
uel Buchanan,  who  was  born  In  Union  Town- 
ship and  there  grew  to  manhood  and  married 
Mrs.  Peter  Griffin,  a widow,  who  had  one  son 
by  her  first  marriage,  William  Ira,  who  now 
resides  with  Ross  P.  Buchanan.  Ann  (Rut- 
ledge) Griffin  was  a daughter  of  Robert  and 
Jane  (Brooks)  Rhtledge,  natives  of  Ireland, 
who  were  brought  to  the  United  States  as  chil- 
dren, their  respective  families  settling  in  Union 
Township,  where  they  met  and  were  married. 
After  the  union  of  Samuel  and  Ann  (Rutledge) 
Buchanan  they  bought  a farm  adjoining  that 
of  Mr.  Buchanan’s  father,  but  soon  moved  to 
Monroe  Township,  where  they  spent  a few 
years.  Returning  then  to  Union  Township, 
they  purchased  the  old  family  place,  to  which 
Mr.  Buchanan  added  until  he  had  240  acres, 
all  brought  under  cultivation  and  containing 
numerous  Improvements.  On  this  farm  Mrs. 
Buchanan  died  January  11,  1907,  Mr.  Buchanan 
surviving  until  March  24,  1920.  They  were  the 
parents  of  the  following  children:  Mary  E.. 
who  married  James  Brackln,  of  Union  Town- 
ship: Ross  P. ; and  Lettie  J.,  who  married  How- 
ard Lytle,  of  Union  Township. 

Ross  P.  Buchanan  attended  the  public  schools 
of  Union  Township  and  Mount  Union  College. 
Alliance.  Ohio,  after  his  graduation  from  which 
be  became  a teacher  in  the  district  schools. 
This  vocation  he  continued  to  follow  for  twelve 
years,  becoming  one  of  the  popular  and  highly 
efficient  instructors  of  Carroll  County,  but  in 
the  meantime  continued  to  reside  on  the  home 
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farm,  where  he  assisted  with  the  operations 
during  the  busy  summer  months.  Following  his 
marriage  he  acquired  possession  of  the  home- 
stead on  which  he  has  lived  since  he  was  two 
years  of  age,  and  on  which  he  carries  on  gen- 
eral farming  and  stock  raising,  being  a well- 
known  and  successful  breeder  of  Shorthorn 
cattle.  He  is  a capable  agriculturist  and  able 
business  man,  and  is  held  In  high  esteem  by 
those  with  whom  he  has  been  associated.  His 
farming  property  is  made  doubly  valuable  by 
the  presence  of  sixteen  producing  oil  wells. 

Mr.  Buchanan  was  married  November  5,  190S, 
to  Miss  Lizzie  Long,  who  was  born  in  Union 
Township,  a daughter  of  William  and  Nancy 
(Shotwell)  Long,  the  former  a native  of  Union 
Township,  Carroll  County,  and  the  latter  of 
Tuscarawas  County,  this  state.  Her  grandpar- 
ents were  Alexander  and  Nancy  (Scott)  Long, 
natives  of  Ireland,  and  Jacob  and  Mary  (Car- 
lisle) Shotwell.  the  former  a native  of  New 
Jersey.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Buchanan  have  no  chil- 
dren. Mr.  Buchanan  is  a republican  in  his  po- 
litical allegiance,  but  has  not  sought  public 
office.  Both  he  and  his  wife  are  consistent 
members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  in 
which  he  served  as  steward  and  class  leader. 

Thomas  M.  Smith.  No  better  farm  land  can 
be  found  anywhere  in  Ohio  than  that  of  Car- 
roll  County,  and  the  fine  agricultural  properties 
in  this  region  show  that  the  persons  owning 
them  are  developing  the  natural  resources  to 
the  utmost  and  realizing  from  their  industry  a 
fair  income  and  excellent  living  conditions. 
One  of  these  enterprising  citizens  is  Thomas  M. 
Smith,  owner  of  seventy  acres  of  valuable  land 
in  Harrison  Township.  He  was  born  In  Union 
Township,  Carroll  County,  March  23,  1859,  a 
son  of  David  and  Margaret  Ann  (McElderry) 
Smith  and  grandson  of  David  Smith,  who 
moved  from  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania, 
Washington  Township,  Carroll  County,  Ohio, 
and  there  was  engaged  in  farming  until  his  de- 
mise. He  and  his  wife  had  three  sons  and  one 
daughter,  and  of  all  their  children  David  Smith 
was  the  eldest,  After  his  marriage  the  younger 
David  Smith  moved  to  Center  Township  and 
there  passed  his  life.  His  widow  survived  him, 
but  she,  too,  is  now  deceased.  They  had  five 
children,  of  whom  Thomas  M.  Smith  was  the 
second  in  order  of  birth. 

Crowing  up  in  his  native  county.  Thomas  M. 
Smith  attended  the  Cold  Spring  School  until 
he  was  eighteen  years  old,  during  the  winter 
months,  and  the  remainder  of  the  year  made 
himself  useful  under  his  father’s  watchful  su- 
l*ervision,  in  this  way  learning  farming  in  all 
of  its  details  and  laying  the  foundation  for  his 
future  prosperity.  At  the  age  of  twenty-one 
years  he  was  married  to  Luella  J.  Orin,  a 
daughter  of  John  and  Amelia  (McCully)  Orin, 
of  Harrison  Township.  Following  his  marriage 
Mr.  Smith  was  engaged  in  farming  In  Center 
Township  for  one  year,  and  then  moved  on  his 
present  farm,  where  be  has  since  carried  on 
general  farming  with  profitable  results.  He  has 
always  given  a sincere  support  to' the  principles 
and  candidates  of  the  democratic  party.  The 
Presbyterian  Church  at  New  Harrisburg,  Ohio. 


affords  him  expression  for  his  religious  faith, 
and  he  is  one  of  the  most  active  members  of 
the  congregation.  In  every  respect  he  measures 
up  to  the  best  conception  of  American  manhood, 
and  he  and  his  wife  are  held  In  great  esteem 
by  their  neighbors. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Smith  have  one  son,  Todd  Orin 
Smith,  who  is  now  state  chemist  of  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire,  with  headquarters  at  Dur- 
ham, New  Hampshire,  which  important  position 
he  has  held  for  eleven  years.  He  was  gradu- 
ated from  the  Ohio  Northern  University  at 
Ada.  Ohio,  following  which  he  took  a course  in 
the  Bloomington,  Indiana,  College,  and  also 
graduated  from  the  Valparaiso,  Indiana,  Uni- 
versity. 

Perry  Harsh.  A visit  to  Carroll  County  will 
disclose  excellent  conditions  among  the 
farmers.  The  land  is  not  only  fertile  but  ad- 
vanced and  intensive  farming  has  made  it  pro- 
duce to  its  fullest  extent  and  crops  raised 
here  are  banner  ones.  The  buildings  are  mod- 
ern and  the  premises  are  well  kept  and  orderly. 
One  of  the  men  who  has  proven  by  his  suc- 
cess that  it  pays  to  devote  time  and  attention 
to  farming  is  Perry  Harsh  of  Harrison  Town- 
ship, and  he  was  bom  In  this  township,  on  the 
farm  adjoining  the  one  of  ninety-eight  and 
one-half  acres  which  he  owns  and  operates. 

Perry  Harsh  Is  a son  of  Philip  and  Rachel 
(Wyman)  Harsh,  and  grandson  of  Lewis 
Harsh,  who  married  Sarah  Thomas,  and  of  their 
thirteen  children  Philip  Harsh  was  the  youngest 
born.  The  grandparents  came  to  Brown  Town- 
ship, Carroll  County,  from  Pennsylvania,  and 
there  both  died,  the  grandfather  prior  to  the 
birth  of  his  youngest  child. 

Philip  Harsh  moved  to  Harrison  Township 
after  he  reached  his  majority  and  settled  on 
his  homestead  of  1G0  acres,  where  he  died  in 
1913.  His  first  wife,  who  was  the  mother  of 
Perry  Harsh,  died  in  February,  1881,  and  he 
was  afterward  married  to  Sarah  Galier,  and 
they  had  two  children.  He  was  a farmer  all 
his  life  with  the  exception  of  the  time  he  spent 
in  the  army  during  the  war  between  the  two 
sections  of  the  country,  he  having  enlisted  in 
Company  I,  Ninety-eighth  Ohio  Volunteer  In- 
fantry. but  was  taken  sick  and  was  discharged 
on  account  of  disability.  Later  he  re-enlisted 
In  .Company  D,  One  Hundred  and  Sixty-second 
Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry.  During  his  periods 
of  service  he  took  part  in  some  sharp  skir- 
mishes. but  did  not  participate  in  any  important 
engagements. 

Until  he  was  twenty-one  years  old  Perry 
Harsh  attended  the  country  schools  and  at  the 
same  time  assisted  his  father  in  the  farm  work, 
and  remained  at  home  until  he  was  thirty-one 
years  old,  at  w'hieh  time  he  was  married  and 
moved  to  his  present  farm,  where  he  has  since 
been  occupied  with  a general  line  of  farming, 
with  very  gratifying  results.  He  belongs  to 
the  Presbyterian  Church  of  New  Harrisburg, 
which  he  is  serving  as  trustee,  and  he  is  super- 
intendent of  the  Sunday  school.  As  a member 
of  the  National  Grange  at  New  Harrisburg  Mr. 
Harsh  Is  receiving  and  giving  assistance,  and 
he  Is  serving  it  as  assistant  steward.  All  his 
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life  he  has  been  a hard  worker  and  is  reaping 
the  harvest  of  his  industry. 

On  September  11,  1912,  Mr.  Harsh  was  united 
in  marriage  with  Sarah  Elizabeth  Westfall,  a 
daughter  of  Samuel  Wesley  and  Mary  Ruth 
(Beamer)  Westfall,  of  Washington  Township, 
Carroll  County.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Harsh  have  two 
daughters,  Elizabeth  Marie  and  Ezma  Ruth. 

Harvey  P.  Leyda.  The  production  of  food 
has  become  the  most  important  industry  of  the 
country,  and  the  men  engaged  in  it  are  recog- 
nized as  citizens  of  importance.  One  of  the 
men  of  Carroll  County  who  has  found  in  farm- 
ing a congenial  occupation  and  a source  of 
profit  is  Harvey  P.  Leyda,  who  operates  a 
rented  farm  of  107  acres  in  Harrison  Township. 
He  was  born  in  Harrison  Township  in  1883,  a 
son  of  David  and  Samantha  (Pottoll)  Leyda. 
His  grandfather  Leyda  came  to  Harrison  Town- 
ship at  an  early  day,  becoming  the  owner  of  a 
fine  farm.  He  and  his  wife  had  five  children, 
of  whom  David  Leyda  was  the  youngest.  David 
Leyda  was  always  a farmer,  and  he  lived  on 
his  valuable  property  of  227  acres  in  Harrison 
Township  until  his  death. 

The  youngest  in  a family  of  four  sons  and 
five  daughters,  Harvey  P.  Leyda  remained  at 
home  until  his  marriage,  learning  from  his 
father  to  be  an  excellent  farmer.  Until  he  was 
sixteen  years  old  he  attended  the  country 
schools  during  the  winter  months,  working  on 
the  farm  the  remainder  of  the  year. 

In  1908  Mr.  Leyda  was  married  to  Varilla 
Johnson,  a daughter  of  Jasper  and  Mary  E. 
(Wallace)  Johnson,  pf  Brown  Township.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Leyda  have  four  children,  namely: 
Lela  Verne,  Walter  E.,  Earl  W.  and  Robert 
Leland. 

After  his  marriage  Mr.  Leyda  began  operat- 
ing the  homestead  and  was  so  engaged  for 
eight  years,  and  then  moved  to  Malvern,  Ohio, 
and  for  two  years  was  occupied  in  teaming. 
In  1920  he  located  on  his  present  farm,  where 
he  Is  carrying  on  general  farming.  Having 
spent  practically  all  his  life  as  a farmer,  he 
has  a wide  experience  in  this  calling,  as  well 
as  a liking  for  it,  and  is  bound  to  be  successful. 
It  Is  very  seldom  that  a practical  farmer  meets 
with  failure,  it  is  only  those  who  go  on  a farm 
without  knowing  any  of  the  details  of  their 
work  who  find  that  they  cannot  make  a living 
at  it.  In  his  political  inclinations  and  actions 
Mr.  Leyda  is  a republican,  but  he  has  not 
cared  to  run  for  office.  The  local  Presbyterian 
Church  has  him  on  its  membership  rolls,  and 
he  is  generous  In  his  support  of  it.  Public- 
spirited,  when  It  comes  to  improving  his  locality 
he  Is  among  the  foremost  in  working  for  meas- 
ures which  will  bring  about  such  conditions, 
and  the  people  of  Harrison  Township  regard 
his  settlement  among  them  as  a stroke  of  good 
fortune. 

James  Vance  Smith  and  Charles  C.  Smith. 

James  Vance  Smith  and  his  son,  Charles  C. 
Smith,  are  numbered  among  the  leading  farmers 
of  Harrison  Township.  The  former  owns  land 
in  both  Harrison  and  Center  townships,  but 
lives  in  Harrison  Township.  He  was  born  in 


Union  Township,  this  county,  February  13,  1866, 
a son  of  David  Smith  and  Margaret  Ann 
(McElderry)  Smith,  and  grandson  of  David 
Smith,  who  married  Elinore  Hanna  and  had 
four  children,  of  whom  David  Smith.  Jr.,  was 
the  eldest. 

At  an  early  day  the  younger  David  Smith 
drove  overland  from  Washington  County,  Penn- 
sylvania, to  Carroll  County,  Ohio,  and  became 
a farmer  of  Washington  Township.  He  died 
at  the  age  of  seventy-nine  years,  and  his  wife 
is  also  deceased.  Of  their  five  children  James 
Vance  Smith  was  the  first  born. 

During  his  boyhood  and  youth  James  Vance 
Smith  attended  the  rural  school  at  Cold  Spring 
Run  for  three  of  the  winter  months,  and  the 
remainder  of  each  year  assisted  his  father  in 
operating  the  farm  he  had  bought  in  Harrison 
Township,  remaining  at  home  until  he  was 
twenty-one  years  old.  He  was  married  to  Mary 
C.  Hemming,  a daughter  of  Richard  Hemming, 
and  they  became  the  parents  of  five  children, 
namely:  Grace  Leyda,  who  married  Edgar 
Orin,  of  Elbert,  Colorado,  and  has  one  child. 
Morris  Edgar;  Charles  C.,  who  is  mentioned 
at  length  further  on;  George  Milton,  who  was 
killed  at  Alliance,  Nebraska,  in  a railroad  acci- 
dent in  1908,  when  twenty-five  years  old ; 
David  Edward,  who  married  Ola  Gotschall,  of 
Carrollton,  Ohio,  and  has  three  children,  Pearl 
E.,  Moyne  E.  and  Maxine  V.;  and  Richard  D., 
who  married  May  Davis,  a daughter  of  Robert 
Davis. 

Following  his  marriage  Mr.  Smith  moved  on 
part  of  his  present  farm,  the  original  purchase 
being  of  thirty-three  acres,  to  which  he  later 
added  thirty  acres.  For  a number  of  years  he 
has  been  engaged  in  saw-milling,  and  he  oper- 
ates a thresher  in  season.  In  his  farming  he 
raises  a general  line  of  diversified  crops.  In 
politics  he  Is  an  Independent  democrat.  The 
Presbyterian  Church  holds  his  membership,  and 
he  is  generous  in  his  donations  to  it.  For 
some  time  he  has  been  a stockholder  in  the 
Farmers  Exchange  at  Carrollton.  Mr.  Smith 
practically  adopted  a young  man  named  Homer 
Lutz,  who  works  on  the  farm  and  lives  with 
the  family.  He  is  a fine  young  man.  a credit 
to  his  foster  parents,  who  have  given  him  the 
same  care  and  affection  they  bestowed  on  their 
own  children.  He  was  drafted  into  the  service 
and  called  to  the  colors  September  1,  1917. 
From  September  5,  1917,  to  July  8,  1918,  he 
was  at  Camp  Sherman,  as  a member  of  Com- 
pany Three,  Three  Hundred  and  Thirty-second 
Infantry,  Eighty-third  Division.  On  July  8, 
1918,  the  unit  sailed  from  New  York  and  landed 
at  Liverpool,  England,  from  whence  after  five 
days  they  were  transferred  to  Havre,  France, 
and  four  days  later  to  Longues  and  placed  in 
the  reserves.  For  nine  weeks  he  was  in  the 
offensive  at  and  about  Chateau  Thierry,  and 
was  then  sent  to  Italy,  and  was  In  the  trenches 
for  two  weeks.  His  ability  and  bravery  earned 
him  promotion  and  he  was  first  made  a corporal 
and  then  a sergeant.  Mr.  Lutz  saw  action  on 
the  Piave  River.  Following  that  drive  he  was 
sent  to  Venice  and  sailed  on  the  Adriatic  to 
Dalmatia  at  Zelenco,  where  he  was  one  of  the 
Army  of  Occupation  for  five  weeks.  The  com- 
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mand  was  then  ordered  home,  and  he  landed 
in  New  York  City  in  April,  1919,  and  partici- 
pated in  the  big  parade  of  that  metropolis. 
Sent  to  Cleveland,  Ohio,  Mr.  Lutz  after  some 
time  in  Camp  Merritt  and  Camp  Sherman  mus- 
tered out  of  the  service  May  2,  1919,  and  then 
returned  to  the  home  welcome  awaiting  him. 
His  father  was  Rev.  John  Herbert  Lutz,  pastor 
of  the  Lutheran  Church  of  Carrollton  at  one 
time.  He  came  to  Carrollton  from  Charlotte, 
North  Carolina,  and  married  Lillian  Wilson, 
who  died  August  9,  1915.  Homer  Lutz  is  the 
second  in  a family  of  nine  children,  and  was 
born  in  1894.  Until  he  was  eighteen  years  old 
he  attended  school  at  North  Woodstock,  Vir- 
ginia. 

Charles  C.  Smith,  son  of  James  Vance  Smith, 
married  Gertrude  Hendricks,  a daughter  of 
Armstrong  and  Mary  (Swinehart)  Hendricks, 
on  February  22,  1910,  and  they  have  two  chil- 
dren, Dennis  D.  and  Teddy  Dale.  Mr.  Smith 
owns  a farm  of  128  acres  adjoining  that  of  his 
father,  and  is  one  of  the  capable  agriculturists 
of  this  region. 

William  C.  MoCabtney  is  owner  of  one  of 
the  well  improved  farms  of  Rose  Township, 
near  Dellroy.  His  life  for  thirty  years  has  been 
spent  in  Carroll  County  as  a practical  farmer. 

Mr.  McCartney  was  born  in  Warren  Town- 
ship, Tuscarawas  County,  Ohio,  September  21, 
1865,  oldest  of  the  four  children  of  Alfred  and 
Mary  (Bartholomew)  McCartney.  He  is  of 
Scoteh-Irish  and  German  ancestry.  His  grand- 
father was  Robert  McCartney,  who  brought  his 
family  from  Pennsylvania  in  early  days  and 
settled  in  Jefferson  County,  Ohio.  The  family 
came  over  the  mountains  with  wagon  and  a 
four  horse  team  to  Ohio.  Robert  McCartney 
subsequently  moved  to  Tuscarawas  County, 
where  he  enjoyed  a high  place  in  local  citizen- 
ship and  where  he  died  in  1900.  Of  his  eleven 
children  Alfred  McCartney  was  born  in  Jeffer- 
son County,  but  the  greater  part  of  his  life 
has  been  spent  in  Tuscarawas  County,  where 
he  is  still  living.  His  wife  died  in  1916. 

In  the  rural  community  of  Warren  Township 
of  his  native  county  William  C.  McCartney 
grew  to  manhood,  taking  advantage  of  the  win- 
ter terms  of  the  district  schools,  and  working 
at  farm  labor  the  rest  of  the  year.  For  three 
years  he  conducted  a general  store  at  Sberrods- 
ville,  but  in  1891,  when  he  married,  he  resumed 
farming  on  the  place  of  his  wife’s  father  in 
Rose  Township.  Since  1907  he  has  owndfl  and 
cultivated  his  present  place  of  137  acres,  and 
has  shared  in  the  general  prosperity  of  this 
rich  agricultural  community.  He  is  a member 
of  the  Grange  of  Dellroy.  and  casts  his  vote  as 
an  independent  democrat. 

In  1891  Mr.  McCartney  married  Regina  Ger- 
man. daughter  of  J.  T.  and  Abbie  (Hayden) 
German,  of  Rose  Township.  They  have  two 
children.  Harvey  Edison,  the  son,  lives  at  Dell- 
roy. and  by  his  marriage  to  Erma  Snively  has 
three  children,  named  Kenneth  A.,  Irene  and 
Doris.  The  daughter,  Ethel,  is  the  wife  of  El- 
mer Lindner,  of  Monroe  Township,  Carroll 
County,  and  has  a son.  William  Edward,  born 
in  1917. 


James  Roy  Baxter,  a leading  stockman  and 
farmer  in  Harrison  Township,  belongs  to  the 
noted  Baxter  family  which  has  been  in  Carroll 
County  for  more  than  a century.  One  of  the 
very  definite  community  names  in  the  county  is 
Baxter’s  Ridge,  where  Mr.  Baxter’s  great-grand- 
father settled  in  the  early  part  of  the  nineteenth 
century  and  the  topography  and  community 
were  named  in  his  honor. 

The  Baxters  are  of  English  lineage.  The 
great-grandfather  was  Cornelius  Baxter,  who 
came  from  Pennsylvania.  He  acquired  eighty 
acres  of  Government  land  at  Baxter’s  Ridge, 
and  in  1814,  in  his  log  house,  was  held  the  first 
meeting  for  organization  of  a Methodist  Church, 
and  the  Baxter’s  Ridge  Methodist  Church  has 
been  in  existence  ever  since.  After  living  at 
Baxter’s  Ridge  twenty  years  Cornelius  moved 
to  Willow  Run  in  Harrison  Township,  and  died 
there  at  the  age  of  sixty.  He  married  in  Penn- 
sylvania Rachel  Pillars,  and  of  their  seven  chil- 
dren the  grandfather  of  James  Roy  Baxter  was 
fourth  in  age.  He  was  born  at  Baxter’s  Ridge, 
but  for  many  years  cultivated  a farm  of  160 
acres  in  Harrison  Township,  where  he  died  in 
1910.  His  wife  was  Ianthe  McCrary,  of  Rose 
Township,  who  died  in  1915,  leaving  ten  chil- 
dren, nine  of  whom  are  still  living. 

The  oldest  of  these  is  Finley  Baxter,  who 
was  born  in  1853  and  Is  still  numbered  among 
the  intelligent  and  highly  respected  citizens 
of  Harrison  Township.  Though  retired  from 
farming  he  still  owns  a place  of  eighty  acres 
here.  At  different  times  he  conducted  cider 
mills  and  saw  mills  In  connection  with  his 
farming.  He  is  a republican,  served  three 
years  as  a director  of  the  local  School  Board, 
and  four  years  as  township  supervisor  of  Har- 
rison Township.  In  1874  he  married  Emmeline 
Suitor,  and  they  have  four  living  children. 

The  youngest  of  these  two  sons  and  two 
daughters  is  James  Roy  Baxter,  who  was  born 
in  Harrison  Township  April  19,  1881.  He  re- 
ceived his  education  in  the  same  school  as  his 
father  attended,  the  Willow  Run  School,  which 
he  attended  during  winter  terms  until  he  was 
eighteen.  After  leaving  school  he  found  his 
time  and  energies  taken  up  by  work  on  the 
home  farm. 

In  1904,  at  the  age  of  twenty-three,  he  mar- 
ried Texas  Inez  Davy,  daughter  of  Abraham 
Gardner  and  Sarah  (Little)  Davy,  of  Rose 
Township.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Baxter  had  five  chil- 
dren: Helen  Beatrice,  born  in  1907:  Sarah 
Emmeline,  born  In  1911 : Ralph  Finley,  bom  in 
1914:  Verna  Evelyn,  who  died  in  April,  1918, 
at  the  age  of  eighteen  months:  and  Wilford 
Otis,  who  died  in  January.  1919,  aged  nine 
months. 

After  his  marriage  Mr.  Baxter  became  a 
renter,  and  for  seven  years  had  charge  of  the 
eighty-acre  Henry  Smith  farm.  While  he  be- 
gan in  comparatively  moderate  circumstances 
he  acquired  much  valuable  equipment  and  live- 
stock. saved  some  money,  and  in  1911  bought 
land  of  his  own  and  has  since  occupied  his 
place  In  Harrison  Township.  This  is  the  old 
Strayer  farm  and  contains  158  acres.  Its  cul- 
tivation is  well  diversified  under  Mr.  Baxter’s 
management,  and  he  has  done  some  advanced 
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and  profitable  work  in  raising  Shorthorn  cattle 
and  has  a flock  of  fifty-odd  American  Delaine 
sheep. 

Mr.  Baxter  Is  a member  of  the  National 
Grange  at  Dellroy,  is  a republican  In  politics, 
and  is  a member  of  the  Lutheran  Church  of 
Rose  Township. 

John  L.  Scott  has  significantly  proved  in  his 
independent  career  as  an  agriculturist  and 
stock-grower  that  he  followed  the  course  of 
wisdom  when  he  decided  to  remain  on  the  fine 
old  home  farm  which  was  the  place  of  his  na- 
tivity and  which  has  afforded  him  excellent 
opportunities  for  successful  achievement.  This 
farm,  comprising  1 02  acres,  is  eligibly  situated 
in  Monroe  Township,  Carroll  County,  on  rural 
mail  route  No.  4 from  Carrollton,  the  county 
seat,  six  miles  distant.  On  this  farm  John 
Loman  Scott  was  born  September  6,  1871,  a son 
of  Wilson  and  Elizabeth  Anne  (McClintock) 
Scott.  On  this  same  ancestral  homestead  farm 
Wilson  Scott  was  bora  and  reared,  and  here 
he  passed  his  entire  life,  during  which  he  never 
found  it  expedient  to  sever  his  allegiance  to  the 
basic  industry  of  the  farm,  in  connection  with 
which  he  gained  substantial  success.  He  was 
a son  of  Thomas  and  Isabelle  (Carlisle)  Scott, 
who  were  natives  of  Scotland  and  who  were 
numbered  among  the  pioneer  settlers  of  what 
is  now  Carroll  County,  where  they  established 
their  home  at  the  time  when  this  county  was 
still  a part  of  Tuscarawas  County,  Carroll 
County  having  been  organized  in  1833.  Thomas 
Scott  was  bora  July  28,  1789,  and  his  wife  was 
born  on  the  18th  of  the  same  month  and  year, 
their  marriage  having  been  solemnized  Febru- 
ary 13,  1817.  Upon  coming  to  America  from 
his  native  land  Thomas  Scott  first  settled  in 
Brooke  County,  Virginia,  and  it  was  from  the 
historic  Old  Dominion  state  that  he  came  in 
an  early  day  to  Ohio  and  numbered  himself 
among  the  pioneer  settlers  of  the  present  Car- 
roll  County.  The  quarter  section  of  land  which 
he  here  obtained  from  the  Government  consti- 
tutes the  major  portion  of  the  farm  now  owned 
by  his  grandson,  John  L.,  of  this  sketch,  who 
retains  in  his  possession  the  original  parchment 
deed  to  the  property,  the  same  bearing  the 
signature  of  James  Monroe,  who  was  then 
President  of  the  United  States.  Thomas  Scott 
reclaimed  his  land  from  the  virgin  forest  and 
with  the  passing  years  prosperity  attended  his 
earnest  and  well  ordered  activities  as  a pioneer 
farmer.  He  and  his  noble  wife  were  venerable 
and  honored  citizens  of  Carroll  County  at  the 
time  of  their  deaths,  and  remained  on  the  old 
home  farm  from  the  time  they  came  to  Ohio 
until  they  passed  from  the  stage  of  life’s  mortal 
endeavors,  Mr.  Scott’s  death  having  occurred 
on  December  21,  1870,  and  that  of  his  wife 
April  20,  1862.  They  became  the  parents  of 
four  sons  and  three  daughters,  of  whom  Wilson, 
father  of  the  subject  of  this  review,  was  the 
youngest. 

After  the  death  of  his  parents  Wilson  Scott 
came  into  full  possession  of  the  old  home  farm, 
he  having  purchased  the  interests  of  the  other 
heirs,  and  here  he  continued  his  resourceful 
and  successful  activities  until  his  death,  which 


occurred  January  16,  1912,  his  wife  having 
passed  away  August  11,  1906.  They  became  the 
parents  of  two  sons  and  three  daughters,  all 
of  whom  are  living,  and  of  the  number  John  L. 
is  the  youngest.  Wilson  Scott,  a man  of  strong 
mentality  and  well  fortified  opinions,  gave  un- 
qualified allegiance  to  the  republican  party,  and 
his  civic  loyalty  was  shown  in  his  effective 
service  in  the  offices  of  trustee  and  treasurer  of 
Monroe  Towqship.  Both  he  and  his  wife  were 
earnest  members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
at  Dellroy. 

John  L.  found  the  period  of  his  boyhood  and 
youth  varied  by  work  on  the  home  farm  and 
attending  the  district  schools  during  the  winter 
terms.  The  old  farm  has  continued  as  the 
stage  of  his  independent  enterprise  in  connec- 
tion with  progressive  agricultural  and  live-stock 
industry,  in  connection  with  which,  as  in  his 
civic  relations,  he  is  well  upholding  the  high 
prestige  of  the  family  name.  He  is  a republi- 
can in  politics  and  he  and  his  wife  are  active 
members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  at  Dellroy. 
He  takes  a lively  interest  in  community  affairs, 
is  a member  of  the  Grange  at  Petersburg,  and 
is  a stockholder  in  the  First  National  Bank  of 
Carrollton. 

September  12,  1900,  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Scott  to  Miss  Jessie  B.  Johnston,  who  was 
bora  February  14,  1876,  in  Harrison  County, 
Ohio,  a daughter  of  Andrew  J.  and  Samantha 
(Smith)  Johnston,  of  Harrison  County.  The 
father  of  Mrs.  Scott  was  a son  of  Andrew 
Johnston,  Sr.,  who  was  born  and  reared  in  thp 
north  of  Ireland,  and  at  the  time  of  his  arrival 
in  the  United  States  his  financial  resources 
were  reduced  to  the  lowest  limit,  though  he  was 
well  fortified  in  energy  and  self-reliance.  He 
married  Margaret  Humphreys,  likewise  a native 
of  Ireland,  and  they  became  the  early  settlers 
in  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  where  they  passed 
the  remainder  of  their  lives  and  where  Mr. 
Johnston  was  a farmer  by  vocation.  Of  the 
eight  children  Andrew,  Jr.,  was  the  seventh 
in  order  of  birth,  and  is  the  only  one  of  the 
number  now  living.  He  is  one  of  the  substan- 
tial farmers  and  highly  respected  citizens  of 
Harrison  County,  where  he  and  his  wife  reside 
on  their  excellent  farm  in  Stock  Township. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Scott  have  four  children — Eliza- 
beth, Milton  K.,  Mildred  and  Mary  Smith. 

William  Watson,  one  of  the  men  of  Carroll 
County  who  have  assisted  very  materially  in 
developing  this  portion  of  the  state  with  refer- 
ence to  agriculture,  owns  121  acres  of  valuable 
land  in  Harrison  Township,  and  is  recognized 
as  one  of  the  best  farmers  of  this  region.  He 
was  bora  in  Brown  Township,  Carroll  County, 
October  7,  1869,  a son  of  Henry  and  Elizabeth 
(Moorhead)  Watson.  The  paternal  grandfa- 
ther came  to  Brown  Township  from  Pennsyl- 
vania, and  here  spent  the  remainder  of  his 
life.  In  his  family  there  were  three  sons. 
Henry  Watson  was  reared  in  Brown  Township, 
and  learned  the  carpenter  trade,  following  it 
at  Pekin,  Ohio,  where  he  died  in  1902,  but  his 
widow  survived  him  until  1915,  when  she,  too, 
passed  away.  They  had  eight  children,  of 
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whom  William  Watson  was  the  second  in  order 
of  birth. 

William  Watson  grew  to  manhood  in  Brown 
Township,  and  attended  the  country  schools  un- 
til he  was  seventeen  years  old,  during  the  win- 
ter terms  only.  Upon  leaving  school  he 
worked  as  a teamster  until  he  was  twenty-two 
years  old,  at  which  time  he  embarked  in  a 
teaming  business  of  his  own  and  conducted  it 
for  seven  years.  He  then  bought  timber  land 
in  Brown  Township,  sawing  down  his  timber  in 
the  woods  and  selling  it  under  contract,  and 
did  the  same  thing  in  Harrison  and  Monroe 
Townships.  During  this  period  he  lived  at 
Dellroy,  Ohio,  and  was  engaged  in  this  line  of 
business  for  nine  years.  In  1906,  having  been 
saving,  he  had  sufficient  money  to  buy  ninety 
acres  of  his  present  farm.  From  time  to  time 
he  added  until  he  now  has  121  acres,  all  well 
improved,  and  he  takes  great  pride  in  having 
everything  thoroughly  modem.  Ever  since  he 
began  farming  he  has  raised  a general  line  of 
crops,  and  has  met  with  success  in  this  calling 
as  he  did  in  the  others  in  which  he  has  been 
engaged. 

In  1897  Mr.  Watson  was  united  in  marriage 
with  Mary  Hoobler,  a daughter  of  Elias  and 
Elizabeth  Hoobler,  of  Rose  Township.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Watson  have  three  children,  namely: 
Wayne  Elias,  Miriam  Elizabeth  and  Kenneth 
Alfred,  all  of  whom  are  at  home.  Active  as  a 
republican  Mr.  Watson  has  served  as  township 
trustee  for  two  terms,  and  has  been  eminently 
acceptable  to  his  constituents  in  this  office. 
The  Presbyterian  Church  of  New  Harrisburg 
holds  his  membership.  An  intelligent  man,  he 
takes  great  interest  in  the  improvement  of  his 
neighborhood,  has  always  been  a friend  of  good 
schools  and  good  roads,  and  is  willing  to  sup- 
port those  measures  tending  to  further  main- 
tain what  he  believes  are  necessities  to  the 
people. 

Solomon  E.  Turney  is  the  fortunate  owner  of 
Liberty  Hall  Stock  Farm,  one  of  the  best  im- 
proved and  most  valuable  rural  estates  in  Car- 
roll  County.  He  purchased  this  fine  property 
in  the  year  1919,  and  his  management  of  it  has 
added  to  the  high  prestige  which  it  had  gained 
under  the  control  of  a former  owner.  Liberty 
Hall  Stock  Farm  is  situated  seven  miles  distant 
from  Carrollton,  the  county  seat,  and  twenty- 
four  miles  south  of  Canton,  the  metropolis  and 
judicial  center  of  Stark  County.  It  has  been 
authoritatively  pronounced  the  best  equipped 
stock  farm  in  eastern  Ohio.  There  is  running 
water  in  every  field,  and  it  has  given  splendid 
yields  in  the  agricultural  department  as  well 
as  maximum  returns  in  the  domain  of  stock 
raising.  The  excellent  soil  produces  the  best 
of  fruits,  and  the  land  shows  also  several  veins 
of  coal.  The  modern  house  of  ten  rooms,  with 
large  stone  cellar,  is  heated  by  furnace,  supplied 
with  gas  from  an  acetylene  plant,  receives  its 
running  water  from  the  private  water  system 
installed  on  the  place  at  a cost  of  $800,  and 
has  other  modern  facilities  of  the  best  order. 
The  other  buildings  on  the  place  are  of  equally 
modern  order  and  the  property  represents  a 
conservative  value  of  fully  $17,000.  From  these 


brief  statements  it  becomes  evident  that  the 
initial  sentence  of  this  paragraph  is  fully  Justi- 
fied. The  farm  comprises  162%  acres  and  is 
eligibly  situated  in  Monroe  Township. 

Solomon  E.  Turney  was  born  in  Crawford 
County,  Kansas,  on  the  2d  of  August,  1880,  and 
is  of  Pennsylvania-German  ancestry.  Two 
brothers  of  the  name  immigrated  to  America 
from  Germany  in  an  early  day  and  became 
pioneer  settlers  of  the  old  Keystone  State.  Later 
one  of  them  removed  to  the  south  and  the 
other,  the  ancestor  of  the  subject  of  this  re- 
view, became  a pioneer  in  Ohio.  Solomon  Tur- 
ney, grandfather  of  Solomon  E.,  became  a sub- 
stantial farmer  in  Holmes  County,  Ohio,  where 
he  and  his  wife  passed  the  remainder  of  their 
lives  and  where  both  died  in  the  decade  of  the 
’60s.  Of  their  twelve  children  the  third  was 
Jesse,  father  of  him  whose  name  initiates  this 
article.  Jesse  Turney  was  born  on  the  old 
homestead  farm  in  Holmes  County,  Ohio,  and 
there  he  continued  his  activities  as  a farmer 
until  his  removal  to  Kansas,  shortly  after  he 
had  returned  from  serving  as  a soldier  of  the 
Union  in  the  Civil  war.  At  Wooster  he  enlisted 
as  a member  of  the  Sixteenth  Ohio  Volunteer 
Infantry,  and  with  this  command  continued  in 
active  service  two  j’ears,  three  months  and  nine 
days,  at  the  expiration  of  which  he  received  his 
honorable  discharge.  He  participated  in  the 
various  battles  and  minor  conflicts  in  wThich 
his  regiment  was  involved,  and  in  an  engage- 
ment on  Graham’s  Plantation  was  slightly 
wounded.  After  the  close  of  his  military  career 
he  returned  to  Ohio,  where  was  solemnized  his 
marriage  to  Miss  Catherine  Hetrick,  and  within 
a short  time  thereafter  they  numbered  them- 
selves among  the  pioneer  settlers  of  Crawford 
County,  Kansas.  They  became  the  parents  of 
nine  children,  of  whom  Solomon  E.  was  the 
seventh  in  order  of  birth. 

Solomon  E.  Turney  received  the  advantages 
of  the  public  schools  of  his  native  county,  and 
from  his  youth  to  the  present  time  has  been  one 
of  the  world’s  constructive  workers  in  connec- 
tion with  farm  industry.  He  continued  to  be 
associated  with  the  work  and  management  of 
the  old  home  farm  in  the  Sunflower  State  until 
his  marriage,  at  the  age  of  twenty-two  years, 
when  he  came  to  Ohio  and  established  his  resi- 
dence on  a farm  of  fifty  acres  in  Knox  County. 
He  there  remained  one  j^ear  and  the  ensuing 
seven  years  he  passed  on  another  farm  of  sev- 
enty-one acres  in  the  same  county.  He  then 
assumed  charge  of  the  old  homestead  farm  of 
his  father  in  Liberty  Township,  that  county, 
and  on  this  place  of  150  acres  he  continued  his 
successful  activities  as  an  agriculturist  and 
stock-grower  for  a period  of  eight  years.  He 
then  purchased  his  present  farm,  and  in  the 
management  of  this  model  rural  estate  has 
proved  himself  admirably  fortified  for  progres- 
sive achievement  of  most  substantial  order,  his 
attention  being  given  to  diversified  agriculture 
and  stock-growing. 

Mr.  Turney  is  not  self-centered,  but  takes  a 
loyal  interest  in  all  things  pertaining  to  the 
communal  welfare  and  is  always  ready  to  sup- 
port progressive  measures  and  enterprises  tend- 
ing to  advance  the  civic  and  material  welfare. 
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He  is  a staunch  republican,  is  actively  affiliated 
with  the  Grange  at  Petersburg  in  Carroll 
County,  and  he  and  his  wife  hold  membership 
in  the  Baptist  Church. 

On  the  11th  of  February,  1903,  was  solemn- 
ized the  marriage  of  Mr.  Turney  to  Miss  Fran- 
cis J.  Milt,  daughter  of  Henry  C.  and  Elizabeth 
Ann  (Kenner)  Milt,  of  Liberty  Township,  Knox 
County,  Ohio,  her  father  being  a representative 
farmer  of  that  county  and  of  Pennsylvania 
Dutch  ancestry.  His  wife  is  of  English  lineage. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Turney  have  made  their  beautiful 
home  a center  of  generous  and  gracious  hos- 
pitality, and  its  precincts  are  brightened  by 
the  presence  of  their  three  children — Edith 
May,  Dwight  S.  and  Velma  Anne. 

Evan  Jones  established  his  home  in  Carroll 
County,  Ohio,  in  the  year  1880,  and  for  seven 
years  thereafter  was  employed  in  connection 
with  the  coal-mining  industry  in  this  county,  a 
line  of  service  with  which  he  had  become  more 
or  less  familiar  in  his  native  land.  A man  of 
energy,  ambition  and  resolute  purpose,  he  has 
made  the  best  of  the  opportunities  that  have 
presented  themselves,  and  through  his  own  ef- 
forts, fostered  by  the  devoted  co-operation  of 
his  wife,  has  gained  place  as  one  of  the  sub- 
stantial citizens  of  the  county.  The  well  im- 
proved farm  which  he  owned  comprised  eighty 
acres,  being  situated  in  Harrison  Township, 
on  rural  mail  route  No.  1 from  the  village 
of  Dellroy.  In  March,  1921,  he  sold  his  farm 
and  removed  to  Dellroy  where  he  is  now  living 
retired. 

The  north  of  Wales  figures  as  the  place  of 
birth  of  Evan  Jones,  who  was  there  born  April 
25,  1853,  a son  of  John  and  Mary  Jones,  repre- 
sentatives of  families  long  established  in  that 
part  of  Wales.  There  the  Jones  family  had 
been  tenant  farmers  for  many  generations,  the 
large  landed  estates  being  held  by  wealthy  pro- 
prietors, under  the  old  English  tenant  system, 
and  the  tenant  farmers  having  no  opportunity 
to  acquire  ownership  of  the  land  which  they 
cultivated.  Evan  Jones  was  reared  to  manhood 
in  his  native  land,  received  a common-school 
education  and  early  began  to- work  on  the  farm, 
besides  gaining  experience  in  the  coal  mines  for 
which  the  north  of  Wales  has  long  been  noted. 
In  1876,  a few  years  after  his  marriage,  Mr. 
Jones  left  his  family  in  Wales  and  came  to  the 
United  States  for  the  purpose  of  making  inves- 
tigations and  formulating  definite  plans  for  es- 
tablishing a home  in  this  country.  He  made 
his  way  to  Plymouth.  Pennsylvania,  and  there 
worked  in  coal  mines  one  year,  at  the  expira- 
tion of  which  he  returned  to  Wales.  Three 
years  later,  in  company  with  his  wife  and  their 
four  children,  he  came  again  to  the  United 
States,  and  it  was  at  this  time  that  he  made 
Carroll  County,  Ohio,  his  destination.  He  es- 
tablished the  family  home  at  Sherodsville,  and 
for  the  ensuing  seven  years  was  engaged  as  a 
workman  in  the  coal  mines  of  this  locality.  He 
and  his  wife  practiced  the  utmost  frugality  and 
economy,  and  finally  his  savings  justified  him 
in  the  purchase  of  a farm,  to  the  management 
of  which  he  gave  his  attention,  until  recently, 
the  whi^e  definite  independence  and  prosperity 


attended  his  earnest  and  vigorous  activities  as 
an  agriculturist  and  stock-raiser.  He  made 
numerous  improvements  on  his  farm  and  be- 
came one  of  the  substantial  and  honored  repre- 
sentatives of  farm  enterprise  in  Carroll  County. 
In  politics  he  maintains  an  independent  atti- 
tude and  votes  for  men  and  measures  meeting 
the  approval  of  his  judgment,  irrespective  of 
strict  partisan  lines.  He  and  his  wife  are  ear- 
nest members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  at  Dellroy. 

Mr.  Jones  was  twenty-three  years  of  age  at 
the  time  of  his  marriage  to  Miss  Mary  Emanuel, 
who  was  born  January  11,  1855,  daughter  of 
Jarmidan  and  Sarah  Emanuel,  of  North  Wales. 
Of  the  ten  children  of  this  union  all  are  living 
except  one,  who  died  in  early  infancy:  John 

Francis,  who  resides  at  Dellroy,  married  Miss 
Bertha  Kelley,  of  Leesville,  this  county,  and 
they  have  six  children — Mary  Elizabeth,  John 
Kenneth,  Floyd,  Pauline,  Florence  and  Irene. 
Edward  Emanuel,  the  second  son,  is  now  a 
resident  of  the  city  of  Chicago,  Illinois.  The 
maiden  name  of  his  wife  was  Grace  Schusler, 
and  their  two  surviving  children  are  Rutih 
and  Donald,  a third  child,  Dwight,  having  died 
in  1906,  aged  one  year.  Evan,  Jr.,  the  third 
son,  resides  at  Magnolia,  Carroll  County.  He 
married  Miss  Ada  Shearer  and  they  have  two 
children — Richard  and  Mary  Evaline.  David 
Thomas,  the  fourth  son,  is  a resident  of  Can- 
ton, Ohio.  He  married  Miss  Eva  Chester,  and 
they  have  three  children — Earl,  Mary  and 
Hellen.  William  married  Miss  Pearl  Unkerfer 
and  they  reside  in  Canton,  their  two  children 
being  William  and  Howard  David.  Mary,  the 
eldest  daughter,  is  the  wife  of  Oren  West,  of 
Dellroy,  and  they  have  one  child,  Clayton  Oren. 
Sarah  Ann  Is  the  wife  of  Walter  Little,  for- 
merly of  Dellroy.  They  have  one  son,  Ivin 
Daniel.  Margaret  is  the  wife  of  Clare  Close, 
of  that  village,  Emma  is  the  wife  of  Leslie 
Holmes,  of  Harrison  Township. 

Victor  S.  Couts  is  one  of  the  representative 
farmers  of  the  Sherodsville  district  of  Monroe 
Township,  Carroll  County,  where  he  owns  an 
excellent  farm  of  188  acres  on  rural  mail  route 
No.  1 from  the  village  mentioned. 

Victor  Shaw  Couts  was  born  in  Washington 
Township,  Tuscarawas  County,  Ohio,  on  the  5th 
of  February,  1875,  and  is  a son  of  Gershom 
Kilgore  and  Mary  Elizabeth  (Little)  Couts.  of 
whose  nine  children  he  was  the  first  born.  The 
father  still  resides  in  Tuscarawas  County,  where 
he  has  been  long  and  successfully  engaged  in 
farm  enterprise,  and  the  mother  died  when  her 
son  Victor  S.,  of  this  review,  was  nineteen 
years  of  age. 

As  a boy  and  youth  Victor  S.  Couts  gave  ef- 
fective assistance  in  the  work  of  the  home 
farm,  and  during  the  winter  terms  he  attended 
the  Peoli  district  school  until  he  was  seventeen 
years  of  age.  Thereafter  he  continued  his  as- 
sociation with  the  activities  of  his  father’s  farm 
until  1893,  and  he  then  passed  one  winter  in 
the  state  of  Idaho,  on  the  farm  of  Hon.  Frank 
Moos,  near  Payette.  There  he  had  charge  of  the 
large  stock  farm  of  Mr.  Moos,  who  was  then  a 
member  of  the  State  Senate  of  Idaho,  and  after 
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giving  effective  service  in  this  capacity  for  a 
period  of  seven  months  he  returned  to  his  fa- 
ther's farm,  but  the  following  winter  found 
him  identified  with  farm  enterprise  in  Wayne 
County,  Nebraska.  He  then  returned  to  the 
paternal  home,  where  he  continued  his  alliance 
with  the  work  and  management  of  the  farm 
until  1899,  when  he  purchased  a farm  of  163 
acres  in  Perry  Township,  Tuscarawas  County. 
This  property  he  sold  three  and  one-half  years 
later,  and  after  selling  the  property  he  staged 
his  activities  on  a farm  of  forty  acres  in 
Washington  Township,  of  the  same  county  for 
the  ensuing  ten  years.  He  then  sold  this  prop- 
erty, and  for  the  following  decade  worked  at 
the  carpenter’s  trade  in  the  city  of  Akron,  his 
natural  mechanical  ability  and  previous  ex- 
perience having  made  him  a skillful  workman. 
In  1920  he  purchased  his  present  farm  and  re- 
sumed the  independent  life  which  most  appeals 
to  him.  His  experience  in  the  west,  as  well  as 
In  Ohio,  has  fortified  him  well  for  successful 
achievement  as  an  agriculturist  and  stock- 
grower,  and  he  is  a distinct  acquisition  to  the 
circle  of  progressive  farmers  in  Carroll  County. 
He  is  a vigorous  advocate  and  supporter  of  the 
good-roads  movement  and  always  ready  to  give 
co-operation  in  the  furtherance  of  measures  ad- 
vanced for  the  general  good  of  the  community. 
He  is  a democrat  in  politics,  is  affiliated  with 
the  Knights  of  Pythias  at  Akron,  and  he  and  his 
wife  are  members  of  the  Reformed  Church.  Mr. 
Gouts  is  a representative  of  a family  that  was 
early  founded  in  the  state  of  New  Jersey, 
whence  came  the  first  representatives  of  the 
name  in  Ohio  many  years  ago. 

In  1897  was  solemnized  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Gouts  to  Miss  Linnie  Taylor,  daughter  of  John 
Taylor,  a well  known  farmer  of  Washington 
Township,  Tuscarawas  County,  and  the  three 
children  of  this  union  are:  Adella  May,  Earl 

Taylor  and  Victor  Shaw,  Jr.  The  only  daugh- 
ter now  resides  in  the  city  of  Akron,  where 
she  holds  a responsible  position  as  a sten- 
ographer. 

John  D.  Snively.  No  one  but  a farmer  ap- 
preciates the  amount  of  work  required  to  cul- 
tivate 125  acres  of  land  even  if  it  is  located  in 
so  desirable  a section  as  Carroll  County.  If 
the  land  is  properly  operated  it  will  yield  hand- 
somely, but  constant  effort  and  intelligent  care 
are  necessary  requisites.  One  of  the  men  who 
is  proving  this,  and  that  he  is  able  to  meet  all 
the  requirements  of  a good  farmer,  is  John 
Dunlap  Snively  of  Harrison  Township. 

Mr.  Snively  was  born  in  Harrison  Township 
August  29.  1877.  a son  of  Daniel  and  Anna  A. 
(Elder)  Snively,  of  German  ancestry,  although 
long  established  in  this  country,  where  mem- 
bers of  the  family  have  always  been  agricultur- 
ists. The  grandfather  came  to  Carroll  County 
from  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania,  and 
settling  with  his  seven  children  in  Augusta 
Township,  there  died,  his  wife  passing  away 
before  him.  Daniel  Snively  was  the  third  child 
in  the  family.  Moving  to  Harrison  Township, 
he  spent  the  remainder  of  his  life  here  and 
died  in  1889,  his  widow  surviving  him  many 
years,  and  passing  away  in  February,  1914.  Of 


their  five  children  John  D.  Snively  was  the 
fourth. 

John  D.  Snively  was  reared  as  any  farmer’s 
son  of  his  day  and  neighborhood.  During  the 
active  months  on  the  farm  he  was  kept  busy, 
but  during  the  winter  term  he  had  opportunity 
to  learn  the  fundamentals  of  an  education,  and 
was  a pupil  of  the  Whitehall  School  until  he 
was  eighteen  years  old,  after  which  until  he  was 
twenty-five  years  old  he  devoted  all  of  his  time 
to  the  homestead.  At  that  time  he  married, 
rented  100  acres  of  land  in  Harrison  Township 
for  two  years,  and  then  bought  his  present  farm, 
and  ever  since  has  been  engaged  in  general 
farming,  with  gratifying  results,  and  he  also 
has  other  interests.  A man  of  decided  opinions, 
he  prefers  to  vote  independently  for  the  man  he 
deems  best  fitted  for  the  office  in  question  rather 
than  to  tie  himself  down  to  any  one  party. 

Mr.  Snively  was  married  to  Mary  Seaburg, 
a daughter  of  Joseph  and  Kate  (Woods)  Sea- 
burg, of  Harrison  Township,  and  they  have  four 
children,  namely:  Vera,  Joseph,  Carl  and  Ruth, 
very  intelligent  young  people  of  whom  their 
parents  may  well  be  exceedingly  proud. 

Herbert  S.  Hull,  who  is  now  living  retired 
In  the  attractive  old  family  homestead  at 
Oneida,  Brown  Township,  Carroll  County, 
achieved  substantial  success  through  his  long 
and  varied  association  with  business  enterprise, 
and  proved  himself  a man  of  energy,  initiative 
and  executive  ability  during  his  connection  with 
business  enterprises  of  broad  scope  and  impor- 
tance. He  finds  in  his  native  county  the  gra- 
cious associations  and  manifold  attractions  that 
make  life  worth,  the  living,  and  here  his  circle 
of  friends  is  limited  only  by  that  of  his  ac- 
quaintances. He  was  born  in  the  village  of 
Oneida,  Carroll  County,  January  27,  1864,  and 
is  a son  of  George  and  Abbie  Jane  (Shepard) 
Hull,  both  natives  of  New  Hartford,  New  York, 
where  the  former  was  born  November  17.  1813, 
and  the  latter  in  December,  1823.  George  Hull 
was  reared  and  educated  in  the  old  Empire 
State  and  as  a young  man  came  to  Carroll 
County.  Ohio,  and  joined  his  brother  Patrick, 
who  had  established  his  home  in  Oneida  and 
who  here  lived  retired  during  the  closing  years 
of  his  life.  Patrick  Hull  and  Gilbert  Shepard, 
a brother  of  the  mother  of  the  subject  of  this 
review,  were  pioneers  In  the  grain  business  at 
Masillon,  Stark  County,  and  there  Gilbert  Shep- 
ard erected  and  placed  in  operation  the  first 
steam  flour  mill  in  the  state.  The  firm  of  Hull 
& Shepard  had  been  one  of  the  foremost  in  the 
business  activities  of  Massillon  in  the  early 
days. 

George  Hull  formed  a partnership  with  Amos 
Buss,  under  the  firm  name  of  Hull  & Buss,  and 
they  established  a general  merchandise  store  at 
Oneida,  where  their  partnership  alliance  con- 
tinued for  thirty-three  years — until  the  death  of 
Mr.  Buss.  Thereafter  Mr.  Hull  continued  the 
substantial  business  until  he  too  passed  away, 
his  death  having  occurred  in  1887,  and  his 
widow  having  been  venerable  in  years  at  the 
time  of  her  death,  in  1907.  They  became  the 
parents  of  seven  children:  Emily  M.,  deceased, 

was  the  wife  of  Ebenezer  Hudson  M^all,  of 
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Carroll  County:  Harriet  A.  Is  the  wife  of  John 
W.  Trendley,  of  Youngstown,  Mahoning  County ; 
Fannie  D.  died  in  infancy;  George  T.  is  now  a 
resident  of  the  city  of  Denver,  Colorado ; Lester 
H.  died  when  forty-three  years  of  age;  Sarah 

F. ,  is  the  wife  of  William  H.  Pettitt,  of  Oneida, 
Carroll  County;  and  Herbert  S.,  of  this  review 
is  the  youngest  of  the  number. 

The  early  education  of  Herbert  S.  Hull  was 
acquired  in  the  public  schools  at  Oneida  and  in 
the  private  school  of  Jonas  Cook  at  Malvern. 
As  a youth  he  learned  telegraphy,  and  there- 
after was  for  some  time  a telegraph  operator  in 
the  general  offices  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad 
Company  at  Columbus,  Ohio.  For  four  years 
he  was  a traveling  salesman  for  the  celebrated 
Quaker  Oats  Company.  Severing  his  connection 
with  this  company,  he,  with  his  family,  traveled 
In  Europe  for  several  months.  Upon  his  return 
to  Ohio  he  engaged  in  the  flour  and  feed  busi- 
ness in  the  city  of  Akron,  and  later  he  con- 
tinued in  the  same  line  of  enterprise  at  Ra- 
venna, where  he  was  thus  engaged  for  one  year. 
He  then  became  associated  with  the  Associated 
Press,  and  represented  them  in  the  office  of  the 
Akron  Evening  Times,  and  incidentally  he  did 
much  to  bring  this  paper  up  to  a high  metro- 
politan standard.  He  thus  continued  his  asso- 
ciation with  the  Associated  Press  until  1019, 
when  he  retired,  and  he  now  occupies  the  old 
family  homestead  in  his  native  county,  as  pre- 
viously stated.  Mr.  Hull  is  still  the  owner  of 
valuable  city  property  at  Akron,  and  his  finan- 
cial success  has  been  in  consonance  with  his 
energy  and  ability  during  his  long  and  vigorous 
association  with  business  activities. 

In  politics  Mr.  Hull  pays  unfaltering  alle- 
giance to  the  republican  party,  though  he  has 
never  had  any  ambition  for  public  office,  and  he 
has  been  for  many  years  affiliated  with  the 
Knights  of  Pythias. 

In  the  year  1888  was  solemnized  the  mar- 
riage of  Mr.  Hull  to  Miss  Sarah  Alice  Cleve- 
land, who  was  bom  at  Akron,  Ohio,  December 
27.  1869,  a daughter  of  Thomas  F.  and  Flora 
Louise  Cleveland.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hull  are  earn- 
est communicants  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church.  They  have  four  children : Charles  T. 
was  graduated  in  the  Bexley  Hall  Theological 
Seminary  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  at 
Gambler,  Ohio,  an  institution  connected  with 
historic  old  Kenyon  College,  one  of  the  earliest 
Episcopal  schools  established  in  the  west,  and 
after  serving  as  rector  of  Grace  Church  at  Wil- 
loughby. Ohio,  he  accepted  a call  to  the  welfare 
department  maintained  in  connection  with  the 
great  industrial  establishment  of  the  Goodyear 
Tire  & Rubber  Company  at  Akron.  Ohio,  where 
he  is  doing  splendid  sendee  and  finds  satisfac- 
tion and  inspiration  in  his  work.  He  married 
Miss  Lois  M.  Clark,  and  they  have  two  chil- 
dren, Lucia  and  Margaret.  Louise,  who  remains 
with  her  parents,  and  is  a popular  factor  in 
the  social  activities  of  the  home  community,  is 
a graduate  of  the  Akron  High  School.  Herbert 

G. ,  who  was  formerly  connected  with  the  Good- 
year Tire  & Rubber  Company,  is  a chiropractic 
physician  and  is  now  engaged  in  the  practice 
of  his  profession  at  Davenport,  Iowa.  The 
maiden  name  of  his  wife  was  Pauline  Frances 


McCoy,  and  their  one  child  is  a daughter,  Mar- 
jorie Olive.  Alice  remains  at  the  parental  home 
and  is  a student  in  the  high  school  at  the  time 
of  this  writing,  in  1920. 

Edson  Latimeb  Cboss  is  a son  of  John  and 
Nancy  J.  (Latimer)  Cross  and  a representative 
of  one  of  the  old  and  well  known  families  of 
Carroll  County,  as  may  be  seen  by  reference  to 
the  personal  sketch  of  his  father  on  other  pages 
of  this  work.  He  is  the  owner  of  a well  im- 
proved farm  of  seventy-five  acres  in  Monroe 
Township,  about  two  miles  distant  from  Sher^ 
odsville,  on  rural  mail  route  No.  1 from  that 
village. 

Edson  Latimer  Cross  was  born  on  his  father’s 
farm  in  Monroe  Township  on  the  3d  of  June. 
1886,  and  his  youthful  education  was  obtained 
principally  in  the  public  schools  of  Milltown, 
Tuscarawas  County,  not  far  distant  from  the 
home  farm,  he  having  been  four  years  old  at  the 
time  of  the  family  removal  to  Tuscarawas 
County.  He  continued  to  attend  school  during 
the  winter  months  until  he  had  attained  to  the 
age  of  eighteen  years,  and  in  the  meanwhile  he 
gave  effective  co-operation  In  the  work  of  his 
father's  farm.  In  his  independent  career  he 
has  continued  his  active  association  with  farm 
enterprise,  besides  which  he  has  been  identified 
with  the  operation  of  a saw  mill  and  has  done 
more  or  less  teaming.  While  still  a boy  he  suc- 
cessfully managed  his  father’s  farm  of  seventy- 
six  acres  in  Monroe  Township,  Carroll  County, 
for  a period  of  three  years  and  after  his  mar- 
riage, in  1910,  he  purchased  of  his  father-in- 
law  a farm  In  Rose  Township.  There  he  con- 
tinued his  successful  activities  seven  months, 
and  after  selling  this  property  purchased  his 
present  farm,  which  he  makes  the  stage  of  vigor- 
ous agricultural  and  live-stock  industry,  besides 
which  he  continues  to  derive  good  returns  from 
his  teaming  business.  He  is  a democrat  in 
politics,  is  affiliated  with  the  Grange  and  he 
and  his  wife  hold  membership  in  the  Presby- 
terian Church  at  New  Cumberland,  Tuscarawas 
County,  although  he  was  formerly  a Methodist. 
Mr.  Cross  is  a young  man  of  marked  energy 
and  progressiveness,  and  cumulative  success  has 
attended  his  well  directed  activities  since  he 
instituted  his  independent  career. 

In  the  year  1910  was  solemnized  the  marriage 
of  Mr.  Cross  to  Miss  Zoanelle  Schell,  daughter 
of  George  and  Lydia  (Adams)  Schell,  of  Rose 
Township,  Carroll  County,  and  the  three  chil- 
dren of  this  union  are  all  sons — George  E., 
William  N.  and  John  L. 

George  W.  Green  early  gained  practical  ex- 
perience in  connection  with  both  the  work  of 
the  blacksmith  trade  and  that  of  the  farm,  and 
each  of  these  vocations  has  received  bis  atten- 
tion in  an  independent  way.  He  now  owns 
and  gives  his  supervision  to  his  farm  of  116 
acres  in  German  Township,  Harrison  County, 
and  formerly  operated  a blacksmith  shop  near 
Laceyville,  Stock  Township,  be  having  been  a 
resident  of  Harrison  County  since  his  boyhood 
and  claiming  the  Buckeye  State  as  the  place  of 
his  nativity. 

Mr.  Green  was  bom  in  Rush  Township,  Tus- 
carawas County,  Ohio,  on  the  8th  of  June,  1856, 
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and  is  a son  of  William  and  Elizabeth  Ann 
(Yaraall)  Green,  the  former  a native  of  Frank- 
lin Township,  Tuscarawas  County,  and  the 
latter  of  Harrison  County,  where  her  parents, 
Aaron  and  Harriet  Ann  Yaraall,  settled  in  the 
pioneer  days.  Aaron  Yaraall  was  born  in  the 
year  1811,  and  was  one  of  the  venerable  pio- 
neer citizens  of  Harrison  County  at  the  time  of 
his  death,  both  he  and  his  wife  having  been 
members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 
Their  children  were  seven  in  number:  Ziba. 
John,  Eli,  Asbury,  Elizabeth  Ann,  Sarah  Jane 
and  Rachel.  John  Green,  paternal  grandfather 
of  George  W.  Green,  was  born  in  Maryland, 
was  a foundry  workman  and  became  one  of 
the  early  representatives  of  his  trade  in  Tus- 
carawas County,  Ohio.  He  and  his  wife,  whose 
maiden  name  was  Susanna  Shimers,  were  ear- 
nest members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  in  the  faith  of  which  they  reared  their 
children — Hima,  Zacharia,  William,  Barbara, 
Mary.  Catherine  and  Susan. 

William  Green  was  reared  and  educated  in 
Tuscarawas  County,  where  also  he  learned  in 
his  youth  the  trade  of  blacksmith.  He  re- 
mained in  his  native  county  until  1S72,  when 
he  came  with  his  family  to  Harrison  County 
and  engaged  in  the  work  of  his  trade  at  Lacey- 
ville  in  Stock  Township.  During  the  remainder 
of  his  active  career  he  continued  as  the  sturdy 
and  popular  village  blacksmith  in  this  rural 
hamlet,  where  he  and  his  wife  maintained  their 
home  until  their  deaths.  They  became  the  par- 
ents of  the  following  children : George  W.,  Har- 
riet Ann,  Catherine,  James  P.,  John  W.,  Rachel, 
Charles  R.,  William  A.  and  Wallace. 

George  W.  Green  gained  his  rudimentary  edu- 
cation in  the  schools  of  his  native  county  and 
was  about  thirteen  years  of  age  at  the  time  of 
the  family  removal  to  Harrison  County,  where 
he  continued  his  studies  in  the  village  schools 
at  Laceyville  and  where  as  a boy  he  began 
learning  the  blacksmith  trade  under  the  effec- 
tive direction  of  his  father.  He  became  a 
skilled  workman  at  his  trade,  but  he  was  not 
denied  early  experience  in  connection  with  prac- 
tical farm  enterprise,  as  he  devoted  fully  twenty 
years  to  farm  work,  in  which  he  was  employed 
by  the  month  on  various  farms  in  Harrison 
County.  In  1907  he  opened  a blacksmith  shot) 
in  Stock  Township,  near  Laceyville,  and  here 
he  continued  successfully  to  follow  his  trade 
until  1912,  when  he  purchased  and  assumed 
active  charge  of  his  present  farm  in  German 
Township.  His  political  support  is  given  to  the 
republican  party,  and  he  and  his  wife  hold  mem- 
bership in  the  Christian  Church. 

The  year  1891  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Green  to  Miss  Rachel  Maxwell,  daughter  of 
Walker  and  Sarah  Jane  Maxwell,  of  Harrison 
County.  The  only  child  of  this  union  is  Ophie 
Melissa,  who  is  the  wife  of  James  S.  Rogers,  a 
farmer  of  German  Township,  and  the  mother  of 
two  children — George  D.  and  Rachel  Annabel. 

Thomas  Patton,  who  is  now  in  the  employ 
of  the  Malvern  Fire  Clay  Company,  one  of  the 
representative  industrial  concerns  of  Carroll 
County,  is  a native  of  this  county  and  a scion 
of  one  of  its  sterling  pioneer  families.  He  was 


born  on  his  father’s  farm  in  Center  Township 
December  6,  1869,  and  is  a son  of  Thomas  L. 
and  Elizabeth  (Heggy)  Patton,  both  likewise 
natives  of  Carroll  County,  where  the  father  has 
the  distinction  of  being  the  first  white  boy 
born  at  Carrollton,  the  present  judicial  center 
of  the  county.  His  father,  Thomas  Patton,  was 
one  of  the  very  early  settlers  of  the  county, 
where  he  continued  to  reside  until  his  death. 
Thomas  L.  Patton  was  reared  under  the  condi- 
tions that  marked  the  early  pioneer  epoch  in 
Carroll  County,  and  he  was  one  of  the  gallant 
patriots  who  represented  the  county  in  the  Civil 
war,  in  which  he  sawT  service  in  three  different 
Ohio  regiments  of  volunteer  infantry — Company 
G,  Twenty-fith  Regiment ; Company  A,  One  Hun- 
dred and  Eighty-sixth  Regiment;  and  Company 
F,  Sixteenth  Regiment.  While  in  service  he 
was  made  second  lieutenant,  and  he  remained 
with  his  command  until  the  close  of  the  war. 
Thereafter  he  was  for  many  years  engaged  in 
the  sew’ing-machine  business  in  his  native 
county,  and  he  passed  the  closing  years  of  his 
life  in  the  Soldiers’  Home  at  Washington,  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia,  w’here  he  died  in  1906,  an 
honored  member  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Re- 
public. His  wife  preceded  him  to  eternal  rest, 
ami  they  became  the  parents  of  the  following 
children:  John  B.  (deceased),  Thomas,  and 
Henry,  Charles,  Ralph  and  Fred,  all  of  whom 
are  deceased,  Charles  having  served  as  a sol- 
dier in  the  Spanish- American  war. 

Thomas  Patton,  the  immediate  subject  of  this 
review,  w*as  reared  to  manhood  in  Carroll 
County  and  received  his  early  education  in  the 
public  schools  of  Carrollton  and  Center  Town- 
ship. As  a youth  he  entered  the  employ  of 
Deckerman  & Duty,  manufacturers  of  brick, 
and  with  this  firm  he  continued  his  association 
for  the  long  term  of  twenty-three  years,  since 
wThich  time  he  has  been  associated  wdth  the 
Malvern  Fire  Clay  Company  at  Malvern  as  an 
expert  workman.  He  owns  his  attractive  resi- 
dence property  at  Malvern,  and  for  three  years 
conducted  a restaurant  in  this  village,  a busi- 
ness which  he  sold  in  April,  1920.  He  is  a 
Republican  in  politics,  and  he  and  his  family 
hold  membership  in  the  Christian  Church. 

In  January,  1895,  w’as  solemnized  the  mar- 
riage of  Mr.  Patton  to  Miss  Hattie  Totten,  who 
likewise  was  born  and  reared  in  Carroll  County, 
a daughter  of  Henry  B.  Totten,  of  wrhom  in- 
dividual mention  is  made  in  the  following 
sketch.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Patton  have  been 
bora  six  children : Edna  is  the  wife  of 

Cecil  Case;  Hazel  is  the  wife  of  Milton  Baxter, 
and  they  have  one  child;  Oliver,  Lawrence  and 
Perry  remain  at  the  parental  home;  and  Donald 
Ray  died  at  the  age  of  two  years. 

Henry  B.  Totten  owns  and  conducts  a well 
appointed  general  merchandise  store  in  the  Vil- 
lage of  Oneida,  Carroll  County,  and  is  a repre- 
sentative of  one  of  the  wTell  known  pioneer 
families  of  this  county.  He  was  bora  in  Brown 
Township,  Carroll  County,  May  3,  1854,  and  is 
a son  of  Thomas  Hawkins  and  Rachel  (Xeid- 
ick)  Totten,  the  former  of  w’horn  w^as  born  in 
Maryland  in  1S25,  and  the  latter  was  bora  in 
Stark  County,  Ohio,  in  1827.  Samuel  Totten, 
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father  of  Thomas  H.,  came  to  Carroll  County 
with  his  family  in  the  year  1829,  and  he  settled 
on  a pioneer  farm  of  eighty  acres  in  Brown 
Township.  He  reclaimed  this  farm  and  there 
remained  until  about  1S52,  when  he  purchased 
and  removed  to  a farm  which  he  bought  of 
Patrick  Hull.  About  1866  he  purchased  from 
Mr.  Hull  the  grist  mill  and  other  property  at 
Oneida.  Shortly  afterward  the  mill  was  de- 
stroyed by  fire,  in  1867,  but  he  forthwith  erected 
a new  mill,  to  the  operation  of  which  he  there- 
after gave  his  attention  until  his  retirement,  a 
few  years  prior  to  his  death.  He  died  about 
1877,  at  the  venerable  age  of  eighty- seven  years, 
his  widow  having  passed  away  about  1885,  when 
venerable  in  age.  They  became  the  parents  of 
twelve  children — William,  Mary,  Martin.  Jona- 
than. Israel  (a  soldier  in  the  Civil  war),  David, 
James  (likewise  a soldier  in  the  Civil  war). 
Thomas  H.,  Henry  T.  (soldier  in  the  CiHl 
war).  Samuel  (killed  in  battle  in  Civil  war), 
Catherine  and  Rebecca. 

Thomas  H.  Totten  was  reared  and  educated 
in  Brown  Township,  and  as  a young  man  he 
assumed  charge  of  his  father’s  mill,  to  the 
operation  of  which  he  continued  to  give  his 
attention  about  eighteen  years.  His  father  was 
a shoemaker  by  trade,  and  all  of  the  sons 
learned  this  trade.  Thomas  II.  served  about 
100  days  during  the  Civil  war  as  a member  of 
the  One  Hundred  and  Fifty-seventh  Ohio  Vol- 
unteer Infantry,  his  brothers  who  entered  ser- 
vice having  for  the  most  part  continued  therein 
during  the  major  port  of  the  war.  He  was  a 
republican  in  politics,  and  both  he  and  his  wife 
held  membership  in  the  Christian  Church. 
About  forty  years  ago  they  removed  to  Wiscon- 
sin, where  Mrs.  Totten  died,  after  which  he  re- 
turned to  Ohio,  his  death  having  occurred  in 
the  City  of  Cleveland  and  his  remains  being 
laid  to  rest  in  Liberty  Cemetery  in  Stark 
County.  His  children,  all  natives  of  Brown 
Township,  were  nine  in  number — Mary  Cather- 
ine, Henry  B..  Homer.  Edwin.  George,  Sylvester. 
Ross,  Rebecca  and  Laura.  The  father  of  Mrs. 
Totten  was  Samuel  Neidick.  who  became  an 
early  settler  in  Paris  Township.  Stark  County. 
Ohio,  where  he  and  his  wife  passed  the  re- 
mainder of  their  lives. 

Henry  B.  Totten  jmssed  the  period  of  his 
childhood  and  early  youth  on  the  old  home 
farm  and  secured  his  education  in  the  public 
schools  of  the  locality.  As  a young  man  he 
learned  the  carpenter’s  trade,  as  a skilled  work- 
man at  which  he  continued  his  activities  about 
thirty  years,  becoming  one  of  the  successful 
contractors  and  builders  in  his  native  county 
In  1917  he  erected  a commodious  store  building 
at  Oneida,  and  here  he  has  since  conducted  a 
successful  general  merchandise  business.  He  is 
a republican  in  politics,  and  after  serving  six- 
teen years  as  constable  he  refused  to  retain 
the  office  longer.  His  fraternal  affiliations  have 
been  with  the  Knights  of  the  Maccabees  and 
the  Junior  Order  of  United  American  Me- 
chanics. 

In  1874  Mr.  Totten  wedded  Miss  Eliza  Maria 
Harsh,  who  was  born  in  Harrison  Township. 
Oarroll  County,  in  1853,  a daughter  of  the  late 
Samuel  Harsh.  Mrs.  Totten  passed  to  the  life 


eternal  in  June.  1918.  and  is  survived  by  six: 
children — Hattie  Belle,  Willis  Corwin,  Charity, 
Lawrence,  IiOgnn  and  Henry  Harrison.  Hattie 
is  the  wife  of  Thomas  Patton,  of  Malvern,  of 
whom  mention  is  made  in  the  preceding  sketch. 

Jacob  Wetzel,  who  is  now  living  retired  in 
the  City  of  Carrollton,  is  a representative  of 
one  of  the  honored  pioneer  families  of  north- 
eastern Ohio  and  is  now  one  of  the  venerable 
and  revered  native  sons  of  Carroll  County.  He 
was  l>orn  in  Harrison  Township,  this  county, 
July  4.  1843,  and  is  a son  of  Gottlieb  and  Regina 
(Smith)  Wetzel,  both  of  whom  were  bom  and 
reared  in  Wurtemburg,  Germany,  where  their 
marriage  was  solemnized  and  where  was  bora 
their  first  child.  John  Gottlieb,  who  was  born 
in  1838,  and  who  was  a resident  of  Carrollton, 
Ohio,  at  the  time  of  his  death.  February  15, 
1917.  In  1839  Gottlieb  Wetzel,  in  company  with 
his  wife  and  infant  son,  and  also  his  parents 
and  other  members  of  the  family,  immigrated 
to  the  United  States,  the  voyage  having  been 
made  on  a sailing  vessel  and  several  weeks 
having  passed  before  they  landed  in  the  port  of 
New  York  City.  The  entire  family  came  forth- 
with to  Carroll  County,  Ohio,  and  all  made 
settlement  in  Harrison  Township.  Gottlieb 
Wetzel  was  a son  of  John  George  and  Christina 
(Steinbron)  Wetzel,  whose  other  children  were 
Jacob.  Christian.  Frederick.  Catherine  and 
Christina.  John  George  Wetzel  purchased  land 
and  improved  one  of  the  excellent  farms  of 
Harrison  Township,  and  there  his  devoted  wife 
died  September  21,  1851,  he  having  remained  on 
the  old  homestead  until  he  too  passed  to  eternal 
rest,  on  the  14th  of  May.  1877,  the  remains  of 
both  being  interred  in  the  cemetery  of  Emanuel 
Lutheran  Church  in  Rose  Township,  and  both 
having  been  lifelong  communicants  of  the 
Lutheran  Church.  John  G.  Wetzel  was  honored 
as  one  of  tl'e  sterling  citizens  and  substantial 
pioneer  farmers  of  Harrison  Township,  and  in 
politics  he  supported  the  republican  party  from 
the  time  of  its  organization  until  his  death. 

After  coming  to  Carroll  County  Gottlieb  Wet- 
zel and  his  wife  remained  with  his  parents  on 
the  old  home  farm  for  several  years,  and  he 
then  removed  to  another  farm  in  Harrison 
Township,  where  he  continued  his  successful 
agricultural  enterprise  until  his  death,  in  1847. 
when  his  son  Jacob,  of  this  review,  was  about 
four  years  old.  He  was  survived  by  four  chil- 
dren— John  Gottlieb.  Christian.  Jacob  and 
Christina,  and  the  widowed  mother  later  be- 
came the  wife  of  Adam  Karas,  to  whom  she 
bore  one  son,  George  A.  She  was  more  than 
seventy  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  her  death, 
about  the  year  1885. 

After  the  death  of  his  father  Jacob  Wetzel 
remained  with  his  mother  and  stepfather  until 
he  was  nine  years  old.  when  he  became  vir- 
tually dependent  upon  his  own  resources,  as 
his  boyish  self-reliance  led  him  to  secure  em- 
ployment at  farm  work.  When  he  was  but  ten 
years  old  the  sturdy  lad  guided  a team  and 
plowed  with  goodly  results  on  a hillside,  and 
in  the  later  years  the  same  determined  spirit 
characterized  him  and  brought  to  him  maximum 
returns  for  his  well  ordered  industry.  He  at-

tended  school  principally  during  the  winter 
terms  and  continued  his  active  association  with 
farm  work  in  Harrison  Township  until  there 
came  the  call  of  higher  duty,  when  the  Civil 
war  was  precipitated  on  a divided  nation.  In 
October,  1861,  when  but  eighteen  years  of  age, 
Mr.  Wetzel  manifested  his  youthful  patriotism 
by  enlisting  as  a private  in  Company  D,  Fourth 
Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  with  which  gallant 
command  he  proceeded  to  the  front  and  with 
which  he  took  part  in  many  engagements,  in- 
cluding the  historic  battle  of  the  Wilderness, 
the  battles  of  Petersburg,  Chancellorsville  and 
Cold  Harbor,  and  numerous  minor  engagements. 
He  received  his  honorable  discharge  in  October, 
1864,  and  his  record  is  one  that  shall  ever  re- 
flect honor  upon  his  name  and  memory.  In 
later  years  he  has  vitalized  his  interest  in  his 
old  comrades  in  arms  by  his  active  affiliation 
with  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic. 

After  the  close  of  his  war  service  Mr.  Wetzel 
resumed  his  association  with  farm  industry  in 
Carroll  County,  and  he  and  his  uncle,  Christian 
Wetzel,  were  for  two  years  engaged  in  the  man- 
ufacturing of  brick.  Christian  Wetzel  was 
long  numbered  among  the  substantial  farmers 
and  representative  citizens  of  Harrison  Town- 
ship, where  he  died  in  August,  1908,  at  the 
venerable  age  of  eighty-eight  years  and  eight 
months.  Jacob  Wetzel  finally  identified  himself 
with  the  tanning  business  at  Carrollton,  and 
here  he  conducted  a prosperous  enterprise  in 
this  line  for  fully  half  a century.  He  finally 
disposed  of  his  tannery  and  has  since  lived  in 
well  earned  retirement  in  his  home  on  Bast 
Main  Street.  The  political  convictions  of  Mr. 
Wetzel  are  clearly  indicated  by  his  many  years 
of  active  affiliation  with  the  democratic  party, 
and  he  is  a communicant  of  the  Lutheran 
Church,  as  was  also  his  wife. 

In  1869  was  solemnized  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Wetzel  to  Miss  Sarah  J.  Lambright,  who  was 
born  and  reared  in  Carroll  County  and  who 

was  a daughter  of  John  and  Angeline  (Al- 

brecht) Lambright,  who  became  residents  of 
this  county  within  a short  time  after  their 
coming  to  America  from  their  native  Germany 
and  who  here  passed  the  residue  of  their  lives. 
The  supreme  bereavement  in  the  life  of  Mr. 
Wetzel  was  that  which  came  when  his  loved 
and  devoted  wife  was  summoned  to  eternal 
rest  in  1905,  she  having  been  fifty-six  years  of 

age  at  the  time  of  her  death.  Of  their  chil- 

dren the  eldest  is  John  William,  who  was  born 
at  Perrysville,  Carroll  County,  August  7,  1875. 
and  whose  public-school  education  included  a 
course  in  the  Carrollton  High  School.  As  a 
youth  he  assisted  in  the  work  of  his  father’s 
tannery,  and  later  he  learned  the  trade  of  har- 
nessmaker.  to  which  he  continued  to  give  his 
attention  six  years:  In  1898.  still  loyal  to  the 
leather  industry,  in  which  lie  gained  liis  initial 
experience  at  the  tannery  and  thus  became  an 
authoritative  judge  of  values,  he  engaged  in 
the  shoe  business  at  Carrollton,  continuing  the 
enterprise  until  1961.  lie  then  removed  to 
Minerva.  Stark  County,  where  he  has  since  con- 
ducted the  largest  and  most  prosperous  shoe 
business  of  that  thriving  village  and  has  secure 
place  as  a representative  merchant  and  valued 


citizen.  In  politics  he  is  independent,  is  affili- 
ated with  the  Knights  of  the  Maccabees,  and 
he  and  his  wife  are  communicants  of  the 
Lutheran  Church.  In  1900  John  W.  Wetzel 
married  Miss  Daisy  Buck,  a daughter  of  Law- 
rence and  Isabel  Buck,  of  Minerva  Junction, 
Carroll  County,  the  father  having  been  a mine 
boss  at  the  Pitkin  Mills  for  many  years.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Wetzel  have  one  child,  Clarence,  who 
is  a member  of  the  class  of  1921  in  the  Minerva 
High  School.  Charles  Wetzel,  who  is  engaged 
in  the  blacksmith  business  at  Carrollton,  mar- 
ried Miss  Edna  Cummings,  and  they  have  four 
children — Dorothy,  Ralph.  Sarah  and  John. 
Samuel  Wetzel  died  at  the  age  of  thirty-two 
years.  Clara  is  the  wife  of  Robert  J.  Beadle, 
of  Marion,  Ohio,  and  they  have  two  children — 
Paul  J.  and  Alonzo.  Lewis  O.  Wetzel,  of 
Elyria,  Lorain  County,  married  Miss  Mary 
Sherman  and  they  have  two  sons,  Jacob,  named 
In  honor  of  his  paternal  grandfather,  and 
Thomas. 

Nelson  A.  Lewton  was  born  and  reared  in 
Carroll  County  and  has  here  become  a promi- 
nent figure  in  connection  with  industrial  and 
commercial  activities  of  important  order.  In 
the  Village  of  Malvern,  where  he  has  long  main- 
tained his  home,  he  holds  the  position  of  super- 
intendent of  the  Federal  Clay  Products  Com- 
pany. one  of  the  important  concerns  in  the  clay- 
working industry  In  this  section  of  the  Buckeye 
State,  and  he  is  known  and  valued  as  a reliable 
and  public  spirited  citizen. 

Mr.  Lewton  was  bom  at  New  Harrisburg, 
Carroll  County,  March  28,  1864.  and  is  a son 
of  Abraham  and  Susan  (Tressel)  Lewton.  both 
likewise  natives  of  this  county  and  both  repre- 
sentatives of  honored  pioneer  families  of  the 
county.  Abraham  Lewton  was  bora  at  New 
Harrisburg  in  1826,  and  his  wife  was  born  in 
Brown  Township  in  1828.  Isaac  Lewton, 
paternal  grandfather  of  the  subject  of  this 
review,  was  born  in  Scotland  and  was  a man  of 
herculean  physique,  his  weight  during  his  ma- 
ture years  having  been  more  than  300  pounds, 
so  disposed  over  a stalwart  frame  as  not  to 
impair  his  physical  vigor  and  alertness.  He 
and  his  wife  were  pioneer  settlers  in  Harrison 
Township,  and  there  he  reclaimed  from  the 
forest  wilds  the  old  homestead  long  known  as 
the  Lewton  farm  and  now  in  the  possession  of 
a man  named  Farber.  Here  he  and  his  wife 
passed  the  remainder  of  their  lives,  and  their 
mortal  bodies  rest  in  the  cemetery  of  the  Baxter 
Ridge  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  about  one- 
fourth  of  a mile  distant  from  their  old  home, 
both  having  been  active  members  of  this  church. 
Their  sons.  Abraham,  Isaac.  Isaiah  and  Alex- 
ander, are  all  deceased:  Nancy  became  the 
wife  of  John  Taylor,  of  Carroll  County,  where 
they  remained  until  their  deaths;  and  Salina 
and  her  husband,  Eli  Grin,  who  was  best  known 
as  ’Squire  Grin,  likewise  died  in  this  county. 

John  and  Artimisia  (Harsh)  Tressel.  mater- 
nal grandparents  of  him  whose  name  initiates 
this  sketch,  passed  their  entire  lives  in  Carroll 
County,  and  their  old  home  farm  near  New 
Harrisburg  is  nowr  owned  by  David  Crawford. 
One  of  their  sons.  Dr.  John  Tressel,  was  for 
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twenty-eight  years  a member  of  the  corps  of 
surgeons  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad,  a posi- 
tion of  which  he  was  the  incumbent  at  the 
time  of  his  death,  and  his  son  John  is  now  a 
representative  physician  and  surgeon  in  the 
City  of  Alliance,  Stark  County. 

Abraham  Lewton  was  reared  on  the  old  home 
farm  in  Harrison  Township  and  received  in 
his  youth  good  educational  advantages.  He 
continued  his  active  association  with  farm  in- 
dustry until  1876,  when  he  removed  with  his 
family  to  Malvern,  where  for  about  forty  years 
he  owned  and  conducted  a popular  hotel,  known 
as  the  Lewton  House.  In  this  hotel,  which 
still  stands,  he  died  in  the  year  1898,  and  his 
widow  and  other  members  of  the  family  kept 
the  hotel  until  she  too  passed  away,  her  death 
having  occurred  in  1916.  In  politics  Mr.  Lew- 
ton  was  a staunch  republican,  and  he  and  his 
wife  were  active  members  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church.  Of  their  children  all  but 
one  attained  to  maturity:  Dr.  James  H.  became 
a prominent  and  successful  dentist  in  the  City 
of  Chicago,  and  he  died  in  1917.  at  the  age  of 
sixty-eight  years:  Almira  became  the  wife  of 
Richard  P.  Beatty,  who  died  in  1917.  and  she 
maintains  her  home  in  the  City  of  Canton, 
Stark  County:  Emma  is  the  widow  of  William 
Dickey,  who  died  in  1889.  at  Malvern,  and  she 
now  resides  in  the  City  of  Cleveland : Catherine 
is  the  wife  of  William  Kirkpatrick,  of  whom 
individual  mention  is  made  on  other  pages  of 
this  volume:  Laura  became  the  wife  of  Charles 
Double,  of  Canton,  and  there  her  death  oc- 
curred: Nelson  A.,  of  this  review,  was  the  next 
in  order  of  birth:  Elizabeth  is  the  wife  of 
Charles  Setterlin,  of  Columbus.  Ohio;  Lulu  is 
the  wife  of  Edward  Gaum,  of  Canton;  and 
Artemas  died  at  the  age  of  eighteen  months. 

Nelson  A.  Lewton  was  a lad  of  twelve  years 
at  the  time  of  the  family  removal  from  the  farm 
to  Malvern,  where  he  continued  his  studies  in 
the  village  schools  until  his  graduation  in  the 
high  school.  At  the  age  of  seventeen  years  he 
became  a successful  teacher  in  this  district 
school,  and  he  continued  to  follow  the  peda- 
gogic profession  several  years.  In  1889  he 
found  employment  in  the  Pishel  & Buell  plan- 
ing mill  at  Malvern,  and  with  this  firm  he  re- 
mained about  six  years.  He  then  became  asso- 
ciated with  the  Canton  & Malvern  Fire  Brick 
Paving  Company,  and  after  serving  about  two 
years  as  bookkeeper  for  this  concern  was  ad- 
vanced to  the  position  of  superintendent,  of 
which  he  continued  the  incumbent  nine  years. 
He  then  resigned  his  place  and  entered  the 
employ  of  the  Pittsburgh-Malvern  Paving  Com- 
pany, which  erected  a new  and  modern  plant 
at  Malvern.  After  having  charge  of  this  plant 
four  years  Mr.  Lewton  resigned  and  took  the 
position  of  erecting  engineer  for  the  C.  W.  Ray- 
mond Company  of  Dayton,  Ohio.  In  this  ca- 
pacity he  traveled  in  the  most  diverse  sections 
of  the  United  States  and  Canada,  and  his  effec- 
tive service  with  the  company  continued  until 
1915.  when  he  associated  himself  with  the  Fed- 
eral Clay  Products  Company,  of  which  he  has 
since  been  superintendent,  this  company  hav- 
ing well  equipped  manufacturing  plants  in 
various  places  in  this  section  of  the  state,  with 


headquarters  at  Mineral  City,  Tuscarawas 
County.  Mr.  Lewton  is  one  of  the  influential 
citizens  and  men  of  affairs  at  Malvern,  Is  a 
republican  in  politics,  is  affiliated  with  the 
Knights  of  Pythias  and  the  Knights  of  the 
Maccabees,  and  he  and  his  wife  hold  member- 
ship in  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

October  3,  1889,  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Lewton  to  Miss  Caroline  Fishel,  who  was 
born  at  Malvern  Marth  27,  1855,  a daughter  of 
Joseph  and  Fredericks  (Buell)  Fishel,  of  whom 
further  mention  is  made  elsewhere  in  this  pub- 
lication. Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lewton  have  no  chil- 
dren. 

Lobj:n  E.  Price  served  two  successive  terms 
as  recorder  of  his  native  county  and  retired 
from  this  office  In  the  autumn  of  1919,  since 
which  time  he  has  continued  to  reside  at  Car- 
rollton, Judicial  center  of  the  county  In  which 
he  was  born  and  reared.  He  was  born  on  a 
farm  in  the  vicinity  of  New  Hagerstown,  Car- 
roll  County,  March  23,  1865,  and  is  a son  of 
Benjamin  F.  and  Keziah  (McGowan)  Price, 
the  former  of  whom  was  bom  in  Harrison 
County,  this  state,  in  1832,  and  the  latter  was 
a native  of  Guernsey  County,  Ohio,  where  she 
was  born  in  1838.  Benjamin  F.  Price,  Sr., 
grandfather  of  the  subject  of  this  review,  was 
one  of  the  early  settlers  of  Harrison  County, 
where  he  took  up  land  and  engaged  in  farm 
enterprise.  Later  he  came  to  Carroll  County 
and  developed  a farm  in  Orange  Township, 
where  both  he  and  his  wife  passed  the  re- 
mainder of  their  lives,  this  farm  having  con- 
tinued in  the  possession  of  the  family  until 
February  10,  1919,  when  Loren  E.  Price,  of 
this  review,  sold  the  property  to  William  L. 
Robertson.  Benjamin  F.  Price,  Sr.,  and  his 
wife,  whose  maiden  name  was  Nancy  Douglas, 
were  numbered  among  the  honored  pioneer  citi- 
zens of  Orange  Township  at  the  time  of  their 
deaths,  and  both  were  zealous  members  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church. 

Benjamin  F.  Price,  Jr.,  was  six  years  of  age 
at  the  time  of  the  family  removal  from  Harri- 
son County  to  Carroll  County,  and  he  eventually 
became  the  owner  of  his  father’s  old  homestead 
farm.  He  was  one  of  the  honored  and  in- 
fluential citizens  and  representative  farmers  of 
Orange  Township,  was  a republican  in  politics 
and  served  in  various  local  offices  of  public 
trust.  Both  he  and  his  wife  were  zealous  mem- 
bers of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  His  death 
occurred  in  1901  and  his  widow  passed  to  eter- 
nal rest  in  1913.  Of  their  two  children  Loren 
E.  is  the  younger,  the  older  son.  Willard  M.. 
having  died  in  1906,  at  the  age  of  forty-eight 
years. 

T»ren  E.  Price  was  not  denied  a due  quota 
of  youthful  association  with  farm  work,  and 
in  addition  to  attending  the  public  schools 
was  afforded  the  advantages  of  the  New  Hagers- 
town Academy.  On  the  old  homestead  he  en- 
gaged in  active  farm  operations  after  having 
boon  employed  three  years  as  a traveling  com- 
mercial salesman  and  after  having  been  engaged 
for  twelve  years  in  the  dry-good  business  at 
Lima,  Allen  County.  He  remained  on  the  farm 
until  1915.  when  he  was  elected  county  recorder. 
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and  his  effective  administration  in  this  office 
continued  for  two  terms  of  two  years  each, 
since  which  time  he  has  continued  his  residence 
at  Carrollton,  the  county  seat.  He  is  a stal- 
wart supporter  of  the  cause  of  the  republican 
party,  is  affiliated  with  the  Masonic  fraternity, 
including  the  local  Commandery  of  Knights 
Templar,  and  both  he  and  his  wife  hold  mem- 
bership in  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

In  1S96  Mr.  Price  wedded  Miss  Gertrude 
Davies,  of  Lima,  Allen  County,  and  they  have 
one  daughter,  Marian  D.,  who  was  born  in 
1897,  and  who  is  a graduate  of  the  Carrollton 
High  School,  as  well  as  of  the  Thomas  Normal 
School  in  the  City  of  Detroit,  Michigan,  she 
being  now  a successful  and  popular  teacher  of 
domestic  science. 

Perry  O.  McCully,  owner  of  the  Carrollton 
Milling  Company,  claims  the  Hoosler  State  as 
the  place  of  his  nativity  but  was  about  one  year 
old  when  his  parents  returned  to  Carroll 
County,  Ohio,  where  the  father  had  been  born 
and  reared  and  where  the  family  home  had  been 
established  in  the  pioneer  days. 

Perry  O.  McCully  was  born  in  Noble  County, 
Indiana,  December  31.  1868.  and  is  a son  of 
William  ami  Virginia  (Smith)  McCully,  the 
former  of  whom  was  born  in  Carroll  County. 
Ohio.  August  5,  1839,  and  the  latter  of  whom 
was  born  in  Williams  County,  this  state,  in 
1843.  Thoms  McCully,  grandfather  of  him 
whose  name  Introduces  this  sketch,  was  born 
in  Allegheny  County.  Pennsylvania.  December 
14,  1797,  and  in  1822  he  married  Miss  Anna 
Young,  who  likewise  was  a native  of  the  old 
Keystone  State.  In  1830  they  came  to  Carroll 
County.  Ohio,  and  settled  on  a pioneer  farm  in 
Harrison  Township,  James  McCully.  a brother 
of  Thomas,  having  come  to  the  county  at  the 
same  time.  On  his  embryonic  farm,  much  of 
which  was  still  heavily  timbered.  Thomas 
McCully  erected  a log  house,  and  in  this  modest 
domicile  were  reared  his  children.  He  re- 
claimed a productive  farm  and  remained  on  the 
old  homestead  until  his  death.  October  6,  1874, 
his  wife  having  passed  away  in  1844,  when  her 
youngest  child.  William,  was  about  five  years 
old,  the  names  of  the  other  children  having 
been  as  here  noted:  Sarah,  Eliza.  Lavina,  Mar- 
garet. Mary  J.,  Anna  M.  and  Joslah  B.  Thomas 
McCully  was  a stalwart  supporter  of  the  prin- 
ciples of  the  democratic  party,  and  his  brother 
James  was  a republican.  Both  he  and  his  wife 
were  earnest  members  of  the  Reformed  Church. 
William  McCully’s  seecond  marriage  in  1877 
was  to  Miss  Elizabeth  Sheppard,  born  in  Center 
Township.  Carroll  County.  She  died  October 
6.  1889,  and  left  four  children,  James  C.,  of 
Amsterdam:  Anson,  of  Lee  Township:  Laura, 
who  married  Lanson  Finnicum,  a resident  of 
Columbiana  County,  Ohio,  and  Addie.  who  mar- 
ried Roy  Smith,  of  Columbiana  County,  Ohio. 
Thomas  McCully*s  father,  who  likewise  bore 
the  name  of  Thomas,  was  born  and  reared  in 
Ireland  and  came  to  America  about  the  middle 
of  the  eighteenth  century,  his  home  having  been 
established  in  Pennsylvania,  where  he  remained 
until  his  death  His  children  were  John.  James. 


Thomas,  Jr.,  William,  Jesse,  Josiah.  Jennie, 
Peggy.  Mary  and  Elizabeth. 

William  McCully  was  reared  on  the  old  pio- 
neer farm  in  Harrison  Township,  received  the 
advantages  of  the  common  schools  of  the  lo- 
cality and  period  and  finally  came  into  posses- 
sion of  the  home  farm,  which  he  later  sold  to 
his  brother  Joslah,  who  was  one  of  the  honored 
pioneer  citizens  of  Carroll  County  at  the  time 
of  his  death,  in  February,  1919,  when  eighty- 
one  years  of  age.  After  selling  this  farm  Wil- 
liam McCully  purchased  and  removed  to  a farm 
in  the  same  vicinity,  his  residence  in  Noble 
County,  Indiana,  having  been  of  brief  duration. 
He  continued  many  years  as  one  of  the  repre- 
sentative farmers  and  influential  citizens  of 
garrison  Township  and  passed  the  last  five 
years  of  his  life  in  the  home  of  his  son.  Perry 
O.,  of  this  review,  where  he  died  on  the  3d  of 
May,  1918,  only  a few  months  after  the  death 
of  his  brother,  Josiah.  He  was  a staunch  demo- 
crat and  was  called  upon  to  serve  in  various 
local  offices  of  public  trust  in  Harrison  Town- 
ship. He  and  his  wife  became  zealous  mem- 
bers of  the  Reformed  Church,  but  after  remov- 
ing to  the  home  of  his  son  at  Carrollton  he  be- 
came a member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  in  this  city.  He  survived  his  wife  by 
more  than  forty  years,  Mrs.  McCully  having 
passed  away  in  1875,  at  the  age  of  thirty-two 
years.  They  became  the  parents  of  four  chil- 
dren: Edwin  is  a resident  of  Lee  Township. 
Carroll  County;  William,  Jr.,  died  at  the  age  of 
fourteen  years:  Perry  O.,  of  this  sketch,  was 
the  next  in  order  of  birth;  and  Matilda  is  the 
wife  of  James  Snively,  a farmer  in  Loudon 
Township,  Carroll  County,  Mrs.  Virginia 
(Smith)  McCully  was  a daughter  of  William 
Smith  and  her  mother  was  a daughter  of 
James  Ferrall,  an  honored  Carroll  County  pio- 
neer of  whom  incidental  mention  is  made  on 
other  pages  of  this  volume.  After  the  death  of 
his  first  wife  Mr.  Smith  contracted  a second 
marriage,  and  both  he  and  his  second  wife  were 
residents  of  Indiana  at  the  time  of  their  deaths, 
he  having  died  about  the  year  1901,  when  more 
than  eighty  years  of  age. 

Perry  O.  McCully  was  reared  to  the  sturdy 
discipline  of  the  home  farm,  with  the  activi- 
ties of  which  he  continued  his  connection  until 
he  was  tw’enty-five  years  of  age,  his  educational 
advantages  in  the  meanwhile  having  been  those 
of  the  public  schools  of  Harrison  Township. 
In  1900  he  purchased  the  old  Hardesty  grist 
mill  at  Carrollton,  where  he  developed  a pros- 
perous business  in  the  handling  of  feed  and 
building  material,  the  mill  having  been  utilized 
principally  for  the  grinding  of  feed.  In  1910 
he  consolidated  his  business  with  that  of  the 
Courtrigbt  Company,  and  the  combined  busi- 
ness has  since  been  conducted  under  the  title 
of  the  Carrollton  Milling  Company.  This  is  one 
of  the  important  and  prosperous  industrial  cor- 
porations of  Carroll  County  and  controls  a sub- 
stantial business  in  the  manufacturing  of  flour 
and  feed  and  the  handling  of  grain  and  build- 
ing materials,  Mr.  McCully  being  the  owner  of 
the  eomi>nny.  In  July,  1920,  he  sold  the  mill  to 
the  Fanners  Co-operative  Company  was  one  of 
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the  organizers  and  is  a director  of  the  First 
National  Bank. 

Mr.  McCully  is  found  arrayed  as  a staunch 
advocate  and  supporter  of  the  principles  of  the 
democratic  party,  and  he  served  twelve  years 
as  a member  of  the  School  Board  of  Carrollton. 
In  the  Masonic  fraternity  he  has  completed  the 
circle  of  the  York  Rite,  in  which  his  maximum 
affiliation  is  with  the  Carrollton  Commandery 
of  Knights  Templar,  and  he  also  holds  member- 
ship in  the  Ancient  Arabic  Order  Nobles  of  the 
Mystic  Shrine.  He  and  his  wife  are  active 
members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

May  21,  1895,  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
McCully  to  Miss  Nora  Long,  daughter  of  Wil- 
liam Long,  a prosperous  farmer  of  Carroll 
County.  The  one  child  of  this  union  is  Flor- 
ence, who  was  born  July  24,  1896,  and  who  was 
graduated  in  the  Carrollton  High  School  as  a 
member  of  the  class  of  1913,  after  which  she 
was  for  two  years  a student  in  Mount  Union 
College.  Thereafter  she  was  for  two  years  a 
successful  and  popular  teacher  in  the  public 
schools  of  Carrollton,  and  she  is  now  the  wife 
of  Parry  McLaughlin,  of  this  city.  They  have 
two  children,  Harry,  Jr.,  born  September  1, 
1918,  and  Retha  Virginia,  born  August  7,  1920. 

John  Mattkbn.  Looking  back  with  Justifi- 
able pride  on  a long  life  of  useful  endeavor 
as  a man,  and  constructive  work  as  a farmer, 
John  Mattem,  of  Archer  Township,  is  still  a 
forceful  factor  in  the  agricultural  progress  of 
his  neighborhood.  He  was  born  in  Green  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County,  Ohio,  on  July  12,  1837. 
a son  of  Abraham  Mattem,  and  grandson  of 
John  Mattem,  a native  of  Maryland  who  be- 
came a pioneer  of  Archer  Township,  Harrison 
County,  Ohio,  and  here  rounded  out  his  life. 
His  wife,  who  bore  the  maiden  name  of  Nancy 
Tipton,  was  a native  of  Wales,  and  they  had 
the  following  children:  Abraham,  John,  Cather- 
ine, Anna,  Julia  Ann  and  Jane. 

Abraham  Mattem  was  bora  in  Harrison 
County,  Ohio,  October  6,  1806,  and  was  married 
to  Mary  Brown,  also  bom  in  Harrison  County, 
Ohio,  in  1808,  a daughter  of  Hugh  and  Jane 
(Speer)  Brown,  the  former  an  early  settler  and 
farmer  of  Archer  Township.  The  children  born 
to  Hugh  Brown  and  his  wife  were  as  follows: 
John,  William,  Mary,  Anna,  Rebecca  and  Eliza- 
beth. Acquiring  a farm  in  Green  Township, 
Abraham  Mattem  lived  upon  it  until  his  death, 
and  was  a man  very  highly  respected  in  his 
part  of  the  county.  He  and  his  wife  became 
the  parents  of  the  following  children:  Jane, 
John,  Nancy  Ann,  Hugh  B.,  Wesley  and  Alfred 
S.  Abraham  Mattem  and  his  wife  belonged  to 
Bethel  Methodist  Church  of  Green  Township. 

John  Mattem  went  to  the  schools  of  his  dis- 
trict and  following  the  example  of  his  father 
and  grandfather  became  a farmer.  In  1866  he 
bought  his  present  farm  of  120  acres  in  Archer 
Township  and  here  he  has  since  been  very  suc- 
cessfully engaged  in  general  farming  and  stock- 
raising.  Prior  to  buying  this  property  he  had 
some  experience  as  a farmer  in  Green  Town- 
ship. 

On  May  12,  1859,  John  Mattem  was  married 
to  Margaret  Leas,  bora  in  Green  Township, 


on  August  2,  1839,  a daughter  of  George  and 
Mary  (Brean)  Leas.  George  Leas  was  bom  in 
Adams  County,  Pennsylvania,  and  came  to 
Green  Township,  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  in 
young  manhood,  and  here  he  spent  the  re- 
mainder of  his  life.  He  and  his  wife  had  the 
following  children : George,  Jeremiah,  Mary, 
Elizabeth,  Jacob,  Margaret  and  John.  Like  the 
Mattem  family,  the  Leas  were  also  connected 
with  the  old  Bethel  Church  of  Green  Township. 
John  Mattem  and  his  wife  became  the  parents 
of  the  following  children:  J.  Finley;  Oscar 
Orlando,  who  died  at  the  age  of  fourteen 
months;  E.  W.,  who  is  mentioned  below;  Mary 
Etta,  who  married  William  Beatty;  E.  Ross, 
and  John  H.,  who  is  also  written  up  on  another 
page.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Mattem  belong  to  Bethel 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  of  Green  Town- 
ship, and  have  been  connected  with  it  for  over 
fifty-eight  years,  and  in  their  relations  to  it  are 
as  active  as  ever.  They  are  very  fine  people  in 
every  respect  and  carry  their  religious  faith 
into  their  everyday  life.  When  sorrows  enter 
a home  in  their  neighborhood,  the  bereaved 
ones  instinctively  turn  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Mattem 
for  sympathy  and  assistance  and  never  in  vain. 
While  they  have  been  blessed  with  material 
prosperity,  they  have  also  accumulated  a large 
store  of  something  even  better,  the  good  will 
and  gratitude  of  those  whom  they  have  gener- 
ously assisted,  and  the  unlimited  respect  of  all 
who  know  them. 

Ellis  Wilmer  Mattem,  son  of  John  Mattem, 
was  born  in  Green  Township  on  October  9,  1864, 
but  he  was  educated  In  the  district  schools  of 
Archer  Township,  and  continued  to  live  with 
his  parents  on  their  farm  until  his  marriage, 
which  occurred  on  February  10,  1887,  to  Elsie 
M.  Copeland,  a daughter  of  Henry  and  Martha 
Jane  (Maxwell)  Copeland.  Since  his  marriage 
he  has  lived  on  his  present  farm  of  sixty-two 
acres  of  land,  seven  acres  of  which  are  planted 
in  apple  trees,  and  he  also  owns  143  acres  of 
land  in  Green  Township.  He  is  a general 
farmer  and  stock  raiser  but  of  late  years  has 
been  specializing  on  raising  apples.  He  and 
his  wife  have  the  following  children:  Wesley 
Lloyd,  who  was  bom  on  November  9,  1887,  mar- 
ried Lela  Barrett,  and  they  have  one  child, 
Wilmer  Herbert;  and  George  Clinton,  who  was 
bora  on  September  22,  1889,  married  Georgia 
Lyle.  Mrs.  E.  W.  Mattem  belongs  to  the  Chris- 
tian Church  of  Cadiz. 

William  H.  Mahan  is  a representative  of 
the  third  generation  of  the  Mahan  family  in 
Harrison  County,  and  was  bora  and  reared 
on  the  fine  old  homestead  farm  which  is  now 
his  place  of  residence  and  which  is  the  stage 
of  his  successful  activities  as  an  agriculturist 
and  grower  of  live  stock.  His  farm  comprises 
eighty-nine  and  three-tenths  acres  and  is  one 
of  the  well  improved  and  productive  farmsteads 
of  Nottingham  Township. 

William  Hanson  Mahan  was  bom  on  his 
present  farm,  March  18,  1884,  and  is  a son  of 
William  and  Mary  Elizabeth  (Bowles)  Mahan, 
the  former  of  whom  died  on  the  23d  of  Decem- 
ber, 1915,  and  the  latter  of  whom  passed  away 
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in  April,  1913.  William  Malian  was  bora  in 
Nottingham  Township,  on  the  31st  of  July,  1837, 
and  his  early  education  was  gained  through 
somewhat  irregular  attendance  in  the  common 
schools  of  the  locality  and  period.  He  was  one 
of  the  young  men  ^*ho  went  forth  from  Harri- 
son County  to  aid  in  defense  of  the  Union  dur- 
ing the  Civil  war.  On  the  8th  of  January, 
1862,  he  enlisted  as  a private  in  Company  C, 
Forty-third  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  and  with 
this  command  he  served  until  the  close  of  the 
war.  He  participated  in  many  engagements, 
including  a number  of  the  heavier  battles  mark- 
ing the  progress  of  the  conflict  between  the 
North  and  the  South,  and  he  was  mustered  out 
of  service  July  13,  1865,  with  attendant  recep- 
tion of  his  honorable  discharge.  In  later  years 
he  perpetuated  the  more  gracious  association  of 
his  military  career  by  maintaining  affiliation 
with  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  After 
the  war  he  returned  to  Harrison  County,  and 
for  several  years  thereafter  he  gave  his  atten- 
tion principally  to  work  at  the  carpenter’s  trade. 
After  his  marriage  he  purchased  the  farm  now 
owned  by  his  son,  William  H„  and  here  he 
maintained  his  home  from  1873  until  the  time 
of  his  death.  He  was  one  of  the  highly  es- 
teemed and  influential  citizens  of  Nottingham 
Township,  where  he  served  as  township  treas- 
urer, besides  having  been  for  seven  years  a 
director  of  the  local  school  district.  His  politi- 
cal support  was  given  unreservedly  to  the  re- 
publican party,  and  he  and  his  wife  held  mem- 
bership in  the  Bethel  Methodist  Church. 

William  Mahan  was  a son  of  Joseph  and  Re- 
becca (Brown)  Mahan,  both  natives  of  Harford 
County,  Maryland,  where  the  former  was  born 
February  20,  1811,  of  Welsh  and  German  an- 
cestry. and  where  the  latter  was  born  on  the 
20th  of  July,  1801,  a daughter  of  Joseph  and- 
Catherine  (Bowen)  Brown,  respectively  of 
English  and  Irish  lineage.  Joseph  Mahan  was 
a child  at  the  time  of  his  mother’s  death,  and 
he  was  reared  in  the  home  of  his  uncle,  Wil- 
liam Mahan,  under  whose  direction  he  learned 
the  trade  of  cooper.  As  a young  man  he  made 
his  way  on  foot  from  Maryland  to  Harrison 
County,  Ohio,  where  he  found  abiding  place  in 
the  home  of  Ebenezer  Brown.  who  likewise  was 
a native  of  Harford  County.  Maryland.  In  this 
home  he  met  Miss  Rebecca  Brown,  wrho  had 
come  to  this  county  in  company  with  her  two 
sisters,  Catherine  and  Sarah,  and  this  acquaint- 
anceship finally  resulted  in  his  marriage  to 
Miss  Rebecca.  Mr.  Mahan  continued  to  follow 
his  trade  in  connection  with  farm  enterprise, 
and  lived  in  turn  in  Nottingham.  Stock  and 
Franklin  Townships,  in  the  last  of  which  his 
death  occurred  on  the  25th  of  March.  1855.  his 
widow  having  long  survived  him  and  having 
passed  to  eternal  rest  on  the  6th  of  December, 
1873.  They  became  the  parents  of  three  chil- 
dren: Margaret  (Mrs.  Isaac  P.  Hines);  Re- 
becca (Mrs.  Samuel  Wood)  and  William. 

On  the  14th  of  May,  1872.  w^as  solemnized  the 
marriage  of  William  Mahan  to  Miss  Mary  Eliza- 
beth Bowles,  who  w’as  born  July  15.  1842.  a 
daughter  of  Thomas  and  Hannah  (Strahl) 
Bowies,  natives  of  Chester  County,  Pennsyl- 
vania. Thomas  Bowles  wTas  born  in  November, 


1796,  and  Hanah  (Strahl)  Bowles  was  born 
July  18,  1801.  Thomas  Bowles  was  a pioneer 
settler  near  Mount  Pleasant,  Jefferson  County. 
Ohio,  and  his  first  wife,  whose  maiden  name 
was  Amy  Nichols,  was  survived  by  one  child. 
John,  born  January  27,  1823.  Thomas  and 
Hannah  (Strahl)  Bowles  became  the  parents 
of  six  children : Alfred  E.  was  born  November 
19,  1828,  and  died  in  childhood ; Henry  C.,  who 
was  bora  November  1,  1831.  was  killed  in  battle 
while  serving  as  a soldier  in  the  Civil  war: 
Lindley  M.,  who  was  born  January  3,  1834, 
became  a pioneer  settler  in  Iowa  ; Hanson  D., 
who  was  born  November  21,  1836.  became  a 
resident  of  Belmont  County,  Ohio;  Martha  J., 
was  born  September  24.  1839,  and  she  and  her 
husband,  Mr.  Pennell,  established  their  home 
in  Monroe  County:  and  Mary  Elizabeth  be- 
came the  wife  of  William  Mahan,  as  noted  in 
the  opening  sentence  of  this  paragraph.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  William  Mahan  became  the  parents  of 
six  children : Joseph  L.,  born  June  22.  1873,  died 
when  about  twenty-one  years  of  age;  Ora  H.. 
who  wras  born  September  30,  1875,  was  about 
eighteen  years  old  at  the  time  of  his  death: 
Albert  V.,  who  was  born  October  27.  1877,  is 
married  and  resides  in  Mabton,  Washington: 
Rebecca  Jennie,  deceased  wife  of  Howard  De- 
selms,  w*as  born  August  23,  1879,  and  became 
the  mother  of  two  children,  William  T.  and 
Virginia,  the  latter  of  whom  is  deceased;  Luna 
M„  who  was  born  July  5,  1881,  is  the  wife  of 
Ferman  C.  Hogue,  of  Piedmont.  Harrison 
County;  and  William  Hanson. 

William  Hanson  Mahan  found  in  the  district 
school  known  as  the  Walker  School  in  Notting- 
ham Township  the  advantages  which  enabled 
him  to  fortify  himself  In  youthful  education, 
and  later  he  completed  a course  in  the  com- 
mercial department  of  Scio  College  in  which 
he  was  graduated  as  a member  of  the  class  of 
1906.  He  has  remained  continuously  on  the 
old  home  farm,  and  is  now  owner  of  the  prop- 
erty and  has  had  the  active  management  of  the 
place  since  1917.  He  is  aligned  with  the  re- 
publican  party,  served  five  years  as  assessor  of 
his  native  township,  and  takes  loyal  interest 
in  community  affairs.  Both  he  and  his  wife 
hold  membership  in  the  Bethel  Methodist 
Church. 

January  9,  1918,  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Mahan  to  Miss  Maude  Shambaugh.  who 
likewise  was  born  and  reared  in  Harrison 
County  and  who  is  a re  presen  tative  of  one  of 
its  honored  pioneer  families.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Mahan  have  a winsome  little  daughter.  Laur- 
etta Mary,  born  April  5,  1919.  Philip  Sham- 
baugh.  father  of  Mrs.  Mahan,  was  born  on  the 
farm  which  is  his  present  place  of  residence, 
in  Runiley  Township.  Harrison  County,  and 
the  date  of  his  nativity  was  February  18.  1851, 
this  ancestral  homestead  having  been  land 
which  was  obtained  from  the  Government  by 
his  paternal  grandfather.  George  Shambaugh. 
and  the  property  having  continued  in  possession 
of  the  Shambaugh  family  for  more  than  a cen- 
tury. Of  the  original  tract  of  more  than  200 
acres,  Philip  Shambaugh  owns  166  acres.  He 
is  the  youngest  child  of  the  late  Michael  and 
Hettie  (Hazlett)  Shambaugh,  the  former  of 
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whom  was  born  in  Perry  County,  Pennsylvania, 
June  18,  1811,  and  the  latter  of  whom  was 
bora  April  16,  1816.  Michael  Shambaugh  was 
a son  of  George  Shambaugh,  who  was  bora  In 
Perry  County,  Pennsylvania,  in  1787,  a repre- 
sentative of  a sterling  family,  of  German  line- 
age, that  was  founded  in  the  old  Keystone 
State  in  the  early  colonial  days.  In  his  native 
county  George  Shambaugh  married  a widow 
Mrs.  Elizabeth  (Brown)  Wirt,  who  was  bora 
in  1777,  and  in  1817  they  came  to  Harrison 
County,  Ohio,  where  Mr.  Shambaugh  took  up 
Government  land  and  instituted  the  develop- 
ment of  a farm  in  the  midst  of  the  virgin 
forest.  Prior  to  coming  to  Ohio  he  had  served 
as  a soldier  in  the  War  of  1812,  and  one  of  his 
uncles,  Joseph  Shambaugh,  was  a youthful  sol- 
dier in  the  War  of  the  Revolution.  George 
Shambaugh  remained  on  the  old  pioneer  home- 
stead farm  until  his  death,  September  4,  1867. 
his  wife  having  passed  away  several  years 
previously.  They  were  the  parents  of  four  chil- 
dren : Philip,  Michael,  George  and  Margaret 
(Mrs.  Samuel  Hazlett). 

Michael  Shambaugh  was  six  years  old  at 
the  time  of  the  family  immigration  to  Harri- 
son County,  and  here  he  remained  on  the  old 
home  farm  until  his  death,  March  20,  1863,  his 
widow  having  passed  away  October  22.  18S4, 
and  both  having  been  earnest  members  of  the 
United  Brethren  Church.  They  became  the 
parents  of  ten  children,  namely:  James,  Eliza- 
beth (Mrs.  Abraham  Fetroe),  Mary  A.  (Mrs. 
John  W.  Finnicum),  Simon  B.  (died  unmarried 
and  bequeathed  a large  estate  to  his  brothers 
and  sisters),  Adam  H.,  Charlotte  (Mrs.  Peter 
Overhold),  Maria  (Mrs.  H.  L.  Thompson),  Jane 
(died  at  the  age  of  twenty  years),  John  and 
Philip. 

Philip  Sliambaugh  was  reared  on  the  ances- 
tral farmstead  which  is  his  present  home,  and 
he  completed  his  youthful  education  by  attend- 
ing Westerville  College  one  year.  He  has  al- 
ways lived  on  the  old  home  place  and  is  one 
of  the  representative  farmers  and  citizens  of 
Rumley  Township,  both  he  and  his  wife  being 
zealous  members  of  the  United  Brethren  Church 
at  New  Rumley,  of  which  he  has  been  a trustee 
for  fully  forty  years.  On  the  15th  of  March, 
1881,  Mr.  Shambaugh  married  Miss  Eliza 
Loretta  Scott,  a daughter  of  John  A.  and  Eliza 
(Bivington)  Scott,  of  New  Rumley,  and  of  the 
three  children  of  this  union  Mary  Maude,  wife 
of  William  II.  Mahan,  is  the  eldest;  Estella 
Loretta  is  the  wife  of  Raymond  C.  Calhoun, 
and  they  have  one  child,  Philip;  and  Nellie 
Ruth  remains  at  the  parental  home. 

Mrs.  Mahan  is  a graduate  of  Scio  College 
and  taught  school  for  a number  of  years  at 
various  places,  among  them  being  schools  at 
New  Rumley,  German,  and  Scio.  She  finished 
her  teaching  in  the  public  schools  of  Akron. 

Charles  B.  Miller.  Among  the  enterprising 
farmers  of  Harrison  County  whose  well-directed 
efforts  have  been  rewarded  by  deserved  success, 
is  Charles  B.  Miller  of  Monroe  Township.  He 
was  born  in  Stark  County,  Ohio,  a son  of  Isaac 
and  Mary  (Bricker)  Miller,  and  grandson  of 


Simeon  Miller,  a native  of  Germany,  who  came 
to  the  United  States  when  a young  man  and 
established  himself  in  Stark  County  as  a 
farmer.  The  children  bora  to  him  and  his  wife 
were  as  follows : James,  Andrew,  Isaac,  Hannah, 
Polly,  Rachel  and  Betsy.  The  maternal  grand- 
father was  Jacob  Bricker,  and  he  was  a saddler 
of  Pennsylvania,  who  later  on  in  life  came  to 
Ohio  and  here  became  a farmer  and  mail  car- 
rier. He  became  the  father  of  the  following 
family:  Mary,  Margaret,  Minerva,  Emma,  Clara 
and  Edith. 

Isaac  Miller  was  born  in  Stark  County,  Ohio, 
and  his  wife  was  born  in  Pennsylvania.  Until 
about  1878  he  was  engaged  in  farming  in  Stark 
County,  Ohio,  but  in  that  year  he  went  west 
to  Kansas  and  for  the  succeeding  eleven  years 
was  there  engaged  in  farming.  Returning  to 
Ohio,  in  1889,  he  located  on  the  farm  in  Mon- 
roe Township,  Harrison  County,  now  occupied 
by  his  son,  Charles  B.  Miller,  and  here  he  con- 
tinued to  reside  until  1909,  when  he  retired, 
moved  to  Canton,  Ohio,  and  died  in  that  city, 
March  26,  1913.  His  wife  died  July  1,  1906. 
Their  children  were  as  follows:  William,  who 
is  deceased ; Charles  B.,  who  was  bora  June  1, 
1872;  Edgar,  who  lives  in  Stark  County;  Stew- 
art, who  is  deceased.  The  family  all  belonged 
to  the  Methodist  Episcopal  * Church. 

Charles  B.  Miller  attended  the  public  schools 
of  Stark  County,  Ohio,  and  Kansas,  and  com- 
pleted his  education  In  those  of  Monroe  Town- 
ship. Since  1889  he  has  lived  on  his  present 
farm,  and  became  owner  of  its  158  acres  at 
the  death  of  his  father,  and  here  he  has  since 
been  engaged  in  general  farming  and  stock- 
raising  with  very  gratifying  results  for  his  land 
is  fertile  and  he  knows  how  to  operate  it  as 
he  is  a practical  agriculturist. 

On  August  23,  1894,  Mr.  Miller  was  united  in 
marriage  with  Mary  Helen  Crumrine,  a daugh- 
ter of  James  and  Catherine  (Dixon)  Crumrine. 
James  Crumrine  was  bora  in  Monroe  Township, 
Harrison  County,  Ohio,  and  his  wife  was  bora 
in  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  and  they  were  farming 
people  of  Monroe  Township.  Mr.  Crumrine  died 
April  27,  1916.  His  children  were:  Ellen,  who 
is  Mrs.  Miller;  Elizabeth,  who  lives  at  Uhrichs- 
ville,  Ohio;  and  Carrie,  who  is  deceased.  The 
Crumrine  family  all  belonged  to  Plum  Run 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Miller  also  belong  to  this  church.  Clyde  A.  is 
the  only  child  of  the  Millers,  and  he  married 
Gladys  M.  Brown  and  they  have  a daughter, 
Helen  Elizabeth,  bora  September  6,  1920. 

Clyde  A.  Miller  is  a veteran  of  the  great  war, 
having  entered  the  service  of  his  country  July 
24,  1918.  He  was  first  sent  to  Camp  Sherman 
and  assigned  to  Company  E,  Three  Hundred  and 
Thirty-third  Infantry,  Eighty-fourth  Division. 
On  August  22,  1918,  he  left  Camp  Sherman 
with  his  organization  for  Camp  Mills,  Long 
Island,  and  on  August  31,  set  sail  on  the  “Car- 
manian”  for  France,  landing  at  Liverpool.  Eng- 
land, on  September  13  at  six  o’clock  in  the 
evening.  From  there  the  organization  went  on 
to  Southampton,  England,  and  crossed  the  Eng- 
lish Channel  on  the  night  of  September  17th, 
landing  at  Le  Havre,  France,  although  the  boat 
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was  torpedoed  when  nearing  the  harbor,  but 
managed  to  reach  it  before  sinking.  After  land- 
ing in  France  he  had  the  misfortune  to  be 
stricken  with  the  influenza,  and  was  confined 
in  the  hospital  for  a month  on  account  of  it 
Following  his  recovery  he  was  sent  to  Le  Mans, 
France,  where  he  was  assigned  to  the  Three 
Hundred  and  Eighth  Motor  Transport  Train, 
and  remained  with  this  organization  until  his 
return  to  the  United  States.  On  June  10,  1919, 
he  left  Le  Mans  and  sailed  from  Le  Havre  on 
June  28,  arriving  in  New  York  Oity  July  8, 
1919.  He  received  his  honorable  discharge  July 
18,  1919,  at  Camp  Sherman,  and  returned  home. 
His  marriage  occurred  on  October  14,  1919. 
Like  the  majority  of  the  young  soldiers  of  this 
memorable  conflict  Mr.  Miller  is  very  modest 
about  his  service,  but  the  fact  remains  that 
when  his  country  had  need  of  him  he  responded 
to  its  call  and  risked  his  life  and  limb  in  its 
behalf.  No  man  can  make  such  a sacrifice 
without  emerging  from  the  experience  a better 
citizen.  A land  worth  dying  for  is  certainly 
one  worth  the  best  efforts  of  its  American-born 
people,  and  it  is  doubtful  If  any  of  the  returned 
soldiers  will  be  Indifferent  to  the  welfare  of  the 
land  in  whose  behalf  they  took  up  arms. 

Peter  T.  Close,  who  Is  now  living  virtually 
retired,  in  the  Village  of  Dellroy,  Carroll 
County,  still  retains  possession  of  a valuable 
farm  property  of  eighty -one  acres,  in  Monroe 
and  Rose  Townships,  and  in  connection  with 
the  returns  given  In  connection  with  the  agri- 
cultural and  live-stock  phases  of  his  farm  enter- 
prise good  financial  results  have  attended  also 
the  operation  of  coal  mines  on  the  farm.  Mr. 
Close  is  a native  son  of  Carroll  County  and  is 
a representative,  in  the  third  generation,  of  a 
family  that  was  founded  in  this  ■section  of  Ohio 
more  than  a centurv  ago. 

Peter  Thorley  Close  was  born  in  Harrison 
Township,  this  county,  on  the  12th  of  Novem- 
ber, 1847.  and  is  a son  of  Joseph  and  Margaret 
(Thorley)  Close,  whose  marriage  was  solemn- 
ized in  this  county  on  the  29th  of  November, 
1838.  Joseph  Close  was  born  in  the  settlement 
that  still  bears  the  name  of  Island  Creek,  in 
Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  on  the  18th  of  August. 
1815,  and  his  wife  was  bom  in  Somerset 
County,  Pennsylvania.  Joseph  Close  was  a son 
of  Peter  and  Rebecca  (McMurland)  Close, 
whose  marriage  was  solemnized  in  the  State  of 
Pennsylvania.  Peter  Close  was  born  in  Ger- 
many, in  the  year  1775,  a son  of  John  Close, 
and  his  wife  was  born  in  Ireland,  in  1785.  she 
having  been  a child  when  she  was  brought  to 
America  and  having  been  reared  and  educated 
in  the  State  of  Virginia.  When  Peter  Close 
was  a lad  of  ten  years  he  came  to  America  in 
company  with  neighbors  who  immigrated  from 
Germany,  and  after  landing  in  the  port  of  New 
York  City  he  eventually  made  his  way  on  foot 
to  Virginia,  in  which  state  he  remained  until 
the  time  of  his  marriage,  soon  after  which 
important  event  in  his  career  he  came  with  his 
wife  to  Ohio  and  became  a pioneer  of  the  Island 
Creek  district  in  Jefferson  County.  There  he 
remained  until  April  9,  1820,  when  he  came 


with  his  family  to  what  Is  now  Monroe  Town- 
ship, Carroll  County,  where  he  leased  the  par- 
tially improved  farm  owned  by  Dr.  Samuel 
Black,  one  of  the  pioneer  physicians  of  this 
section  of  Ohio.  On  this  farm  he  remained 
until  1828,  when  he  obtained  from  the  Govern- 
ment a tract  of  eighty  acres  in  section  5,  that 
township.  He  reclaimed  this  land  from  the 
forest,  developed  a productive  farm  and  on  the 
homestead  he  and  his  wife  passed  the  remainder 
of  their  lives,  Mrs.  Close  having  died  in  1863 
and  his  death  having  occurred  in  the  following 
year.  Peter  Close  served  as  a private  in  the 
War  of  1812,  and  his  political  allegiance  was 
given  to  the  democratic  party,  both  he  and  his 
wife  having  been  earnest  communicants  of  the 
Lutheran  Church.  They  became  the  parents  of 
nine  children,  all  of  whom  are  now  deceased, 
namely : Sarah,  John,  Michael,  William,  Peter, 
Rebecca,  Phoebe  (Mrs.  Thorley).  Jane  (Mrs. 
Robbins),  and  Joseph. 

Joseph  Close  was  about  five  years  old  at  the 
time  of  the  family  removal  to  what  is  now 
Carroll  County,  and  here  his  early  educational 
advantages  were  those  of  the  pioneer  schools 
of  Monroe  Township.  In  his  youth  he  learned 
the  carpenter’s  trade,  and  as  a skilled  workman 
his  services  continued  to  be  in  demand  in  con- 
nection with  building  operations  in  this  section 
for  many  years.  He  became  a successful 
farmer,  but  continued  to  work  more  or  less  at 
his  trade  until  within  a few  years  of  his  death, 
which  occurred  in  1890,  his  wife  having  passed 
to  the  life  eternal  on  the  12th  of  November. 

1 886.  After  his  marriage  Joseph  Close  pur- 
chased a tract  of  forty-five  acres  In  Monroe 
Towmship.  not  far  distant  from  his  father’s 
farm,  and  there  he  remained  until  1868.  when 
he  removed  to  a farm  which  he  had  purchased 
in  1864,  the  same  comprising  114  acres,  partly 
in  Monroe  and  partly  in  Rose  Township.  On 
this  farm  he  passed  the  remainder  of  his  life, 
and  in  addition  to  his  work  as  a carpenter 
and  millwright,  he  was  for  a number  of 
years  the  owner  and  operator  of  a saw 
mill.  He  was  an  influential  member  of 
the  local  contingent  of  the  democratic  party, 
and  he  gave  twelve  years  of  effective  service 
as  justicb  of  the  peace,  both  he  and  his  wife 
having  been  zealous  members  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church.  They  became  the  parents  of 
eleven  children,  of  whom  John  and  Elizabeth 
died  when  young;  Mrs.  Jane  Briceland  was  a 
resident  of  Greencastle.  Indiana,  at  the  time  of 
her  death ; Peter  T.,  of  this  sketch,  was  the  next 
in  order  of  birth;  Thomas  is  a resident  of 
Oneida,  Carroll  County:  Mrs.  Phoebe  Huff  re- 
sides in  Monroe  Township  and  Mrs.  Sarah 
Bower  in  Rose  Township,  this  county:  William: 
Mrs.  Margaret  C.  Marshall  resides  in  Monroe 
Township;  John  R.  is  a farmer  in  Rose  Town- 
ship: and  Mrs.  Rebecca  Griffin  resides  in  Stark 
County. 

Peter  Thorley  Close  gained  his  early  educa- 
tion in  the  schools  at  Atwood  and  Dellroy.  and 
thereafter  he  was  employed  at  farm  work  the 
greater  part  of  the  time  until  he  had  attained 
the  age  of  twenty-two  years.  His  initial  farm 
enterprise  of  independent  order  was  made  when 
he  purchased  the  farm  which  he  still  owns  and 
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which  he  improved  into  one  of  the  valuable 
properties  of  his  native  county.  He  continued 
to  reside  on  his  farm  until  he  virtually  retired, 
and  is  now  living  in  an  attractive  home  in  the 
Village  of  Dellroy.  He  is  a stalwart*  in  the 
local  camp  of  the  democratic  party  and  is  now 
serving  his  fourth  term  in  the  office  of  Justice 
of  the  peace.  He  has  served  also  as  mayor  of 
Dellroy,  and  he  was  for  two  terms  a member 
of  the  democratic  committee  of  Monroe  Town- 
ship, these  various  preferments  indicating  alike 
his  personal  popularity  and  his  influence  in 
public  affairs  of  a local  order.  He  has  various 
capitalistic  investments  and  is  one  of  the  sub- 
stantial men  of  his  native  county.  The  Close 
family  was  among  the  first  to  settle  in  Carroll 
County,  and  the  Thorley  family  likewise  gained 
pioneer  distinction  in  this  section  of  the  old 
Buckeye  State.  There  has  teen  organized  the 
Close  and  Thorley  Family  Society,  which  holds 
reunions  at  regular  intervals  and  these  meetings 
draw  together  numerous  representatives  of  the 
two  families,  besides  tending  to  perpetuate 
memories  and  associations  of  the  pioneer  days. 
Peter  Close,  an  uncle  of  Peter  Thorley  Close, 
was  one  of  the  venturesome  spirits  who  went 
across  the  plains  to  California  in  1849,  at  the 
time  of  the  discovery  of  gold  in  that  state,  and 
he  made  the  journey  with  an  ox  team. 

The  year  1892  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Close  to  Mrs.  George  Griffin,  a daughter  of  John 
and  Sarah  Booth.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Close  have 
no  children,  but  Mrs.  Close  has  two  children 
by  her  first  marriage:  Martha  Jane  and  Cora, 
who  is  the  wife  of  William  Moore,  of  Union 
Township.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Moore  have  six  chil- 
dren, all  of  whom  are  living  except  Chester 
K..  twin  brother  of  Harry  K.  Both  of  these 
young  men  entered  the  nation’s  military  service 
in  the  World  war,  Chester  K.  having  become  a 
member  of  Company  G,  Fifth  United  States 
Infantry,  In  which  he  was  assigned  to  service 
in  the  medical  corps,  and  he  died  while  in  active 
duty  in  France.  Harry  K.  entered  service  at 
Carrollton,  was  sent  to  Cleveland,  and  after 
receiving  due  preliminary  training  he  accom- 
panied his  command  to  France,  where  he  saw 
his  full  share  of  active  field  service.  While  in 
France  he  married  a young  woman  of  that  war- 
scarred  country,  and  they  are  now  at  the  home 
of  his  parents,  in  Union  Township,  Carroll 
County. 

John  M.  Boyd.  Having  by  persistent  energy, 
keen  foresight,  and  wise  investments  accumu- 
lated a fine  property,  John  M.  Boyd  is  now 
living  In  Carrollton,  Ohio,  retired  from  active 
business  cares,  and  is  enjoying  to  the  fullest 
extent  the  reward  of  his  many  years  of  assidu- 
ous toil.  He  was  born,  November  23,  1851,  in 
Morrow  Township,  Carroll  County,  of  Virginia 
a ncestry . 

His  father.  John  Boyd,  was  born  in  West 
Virginia,  at  Carters  Station,  and  as  a young 
man  migrated  to  Ohio,  settling  in  Carroll 
County  in  pioneer  days.  Taking  up  a tract  of 
wild  land  In  Morrow  Township,  he  cleared  and 
improved  a valuable  homestead,  on  which  he 
spent  the  remainder  of  his  long  life  of  seventy- 
five  years.  He  was  at  first  identified  with  the 


republican  party,  but  subsequently  became  an 
ardent  prohibitionist.  Both  he  and  his  wife 
were  active  members  of  the  Methodist  Episco- 
pal Church.  He  married  Matilda  McQueen, 
who  was  bora  in  Carroll  County,  Ohio,  where 
her  parents,  John  and  Margaret  (Crozier)  Mc- 
Queen, were  veritable  pioneers.  She  preceded 
him  to  the  life  beyond,  dying  on  the  home  farm 
in  April,  1878,  when  but  fifty-one  years  of  age. 
Seven  children  were  bora  of  their  union,  as 
follows:  Amanda,  James,  John  M.,  Mary  Mar- 
garet, William,  Anna,  and  Frank. 

Gleaning  his  early  knowledge  of  books  In  the 
rural  schools  of  Morrow  Township,  John  M. 
Boyd  grew  to  manhood  on  the  home  farm,  and 
under  his  father’s  instructions  obtained  a prac- 
tical knowledge  of  general  agriculture  as  then 
carried  on.  He  subsequently  made  use  of  his 
native  mechanical  talent,  being  especially  handy 
In  the  use  of  tools,  and  for  many  years  was  en- 
gaged in  carpentering.  In  October.  1918,  Mr. 
Boyd  moved  to  Carrollton,  where  he  is  living 
retired.  A man  of  excellent  business  ability  and 
Judgment,  he  has  accumulated  considerable  valu- 
able property,  owning  a farm  of  214  acres  in 
Morrow  Township,  and  one  of  ninety-four  acres 
in  Monroe  Township.  He  is  a staunch  democrat 
in  politics,  and  both  he  and  his  wife  are  mem- 
bers of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

Mr.  Boyd  married,  December  24.  1874,  Mi- 
nerva West,  who  was  bora  in  Carroll  County, 
Ohio,  January  9,  1852,  a daughter  of  Michael 
C.  West,  and  grand-daughter  of  Charles  and 
Margaret  West,  early  pioneers  of  Monroe  Town- 
ship, where  they  cleared  and  improved  the 
homestead  on  which  they  spent  their  remaining 
years.  Michael  C.  West  grew  to  manhood  on 
the  home  farm  in  Monroe  Township,  and  was 
later  engaged  in  mercantile  pursuits  In  Eees- 
ville,  where  during  the  Civil  war  he  raised  Com- 
pany A,  Eightieth  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  and 
was  sent  to  the  front  as  captain  of  that  com- 
pany. After  receiving  his  discharge,  he  settled 
on  a farm,  and  there  resided  until  his  death, 
in  1875,  when  fifty-one  years  of  age.  Michael 
C.  West  married  Susan  James,  a daughter  of 
Thomas  James.  She  survived  him  many  long 
years,  passing  away  in  September,  1918,  at  the 
venerable  age  of  eighty-nine  years.  Michael  C. 
West  was  a steadfast  republican  in  politics,  and 
an  active  member  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic. 

Of  the  union  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Boyd  six  chil- 
dren have  been  born,  namely:  W.  V..  a street 

car  man  in  Canton,  Ohio,  married  Bessie  True, 
and  they  have  one  child,  Virginia  : Anna  Ma- 
tilda, who  married  Charles  Owens,  died  in  1911. 
at  the  age  of  tnirty-two  years,  leaving  two  chil- 
dren, Anna  Belle  and  Charles,  the  former  of 
whom  married  Benjamin  Barker,  and  has  one 
child.  Charles  Barker:  Daisy  Lelia.  wife  of 
Henry  Merriman,  has  one  child.  Blanche  Mi- 
nerva; Jason  Roy.  of  Canton.  Ohio,  married 
Jessie  Belknap,  and  they  have  one  child.  Helen; 
Pearl  Grace,  wife  of  Joseph  Smith,  of  Canton, 
has  two  children.  Roy  Harvey  and  Wilson  Em- 
erson : and  Harvey  Bradshaw,  now  serving  as 
mayor  of  Carrollton,  married  Ethel  Ixmg,  and 
they  have  one  child.  Kenneth  Wilson. 
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Crawford  D.  Carrothers  may  well  take  satis- 
faction in  the  fact  that  he  is  the  owner  of  the 
fine  old  homestead  farm  upon  which  he  was  bom 
and  reared  and  which,  comprising  165  acres,  is 
one  of  the  model  farmsteads  of  Moorefield  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County.  Mr.  Ca mothers  is  a 
representative  of  a family  whose  name  has  been 
identified  with  the  history  of  Harrison  County 
for  more  than  a century  and  of  the  children  of 
his  parents  he  is  the  only  one  of  the  number 
remaining  in  this  county. 

Mr.  Carrothers  was  bom  on  his  present  farm, 
as  previously  noted,  and  the  date  of  his  nativity 
was  July  1,  1865.  He  is  a son  of  Beatty  and 
Ailsa  (Johnson)  Carrothers,  both  likewise  na- 
tive of  Harrison  County,  the  father  having  been 
bom  in  Nottingham  Township,  March  14,  1832. 
and  the  mother  having  been  born  July  10,  1839; 
their  marriage  was  solemnized  June  21,  1800. 

Beatty  Carrothers  was  a son  of  George  and 
Ann  (Hastings)  Carrothers,  natives  of  Ireland. 
George  Carrothers  was  born  in  the  year  1784,  a 
sou  of  James  Carrothers,  and  in  1803  he  came 
from  the  Emerald  Isle  to  America.  He  first 
located  in  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania, 
and  there,  about  the  year  1810,  he  wedded  Miss 
Jane  Hall,  who  was  bora  February  2,  1791. 
They  became  the  parents  of  five  children — 
James,  John,  George,  William  and  Margaret. 
About  the  year  1813  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Carrothers 
came  from  the  old  Keystone  State  and  estab- 
lished their  home  in  Nottingham  Township. 
Harrison  County,  Ohio,  where  be  obtained  320 
acres  of  Government  land  and  initiated  the  de- 
velopment of  a farm  from  the  forest  wilds.  He 
was  one  of  the  resourceful  and  successful  pio- 
neer farmers  of  the  county,  commanded  unquali- 
fied popular  esteem,  and  here  remained  until 
his  death,  December  4,  1863,  his  religious  faith 
having  been  that  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church,  as  his  ancestors  were  of  the  religious, 
seeders  who  left  their  native  Scotland  and  es- 
tablished a home  in  Ireland.  The  first  wife  of 
George  Carrothers  died  February  2,  182S,  and 
for  his  second  wife  he  married  Miss  Ann  Hast- 
ings, who  was  born  in  County  Fermanagh,  Ire- 
land. May  1,  1798,  and  who  accompanied  her 
parents  to  America  abdut  the  year  1820  Of 
this  union  were  bora  five  children.  Four  are 
now  deceased : Sarah  became  the  wife  of 

James  Wilson;  Beatty,  father  of  Crawford  D., 
was  the  next  in  order  of  birth;  Eliza  became 
the  wife  of  Jackson  Kennedy;  Mary  died  when 
young;  and  Christopher  went,  in  1869.  as  a mis- 
sionary to  Japan,  where  later  he  became  a 
government  teacher  and  is  now  living  on  Tapaz 
Island,  Washington.  Mrs.  Carrothers  survived 
her  husband  by  more  than  twenty  years,  was  a 
devout  'member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and 
her  death  occurred  January  14,  1886. 

Beatty  Carrothers  was  but  four  years  of  age 
when  his  parents  removed  to  the  farm,  in  Moore- 
field Township,  which  was  to  continue  his 
place  of  residence  during  the  remainder  of  his 
long,  active  and  worthy  life,  his  death  having 
occurred  September  17.  1917.  and  his  widow  be- 
ing now  a resident  on  home  farm,  this  county. 
November  26,  1856.  recorded  his  marriage  to 
Miss  Martha  ,T.  McClintock,  who  died  March 
26,  1859.  and  their  only  child,  Winfield,  died  the 


following  June.  On  the  21st  of  June,  1860,  Mr. 
Carrothers  wedded  Miss  Ailsa  Johnson,  who 
survives  him.  They  became  the  parents  of  five 
children : Johnson  R.  married  Miss  Mayrae 

Kenney*  and  they  now  reside  In  the  city  of 
Lincoln,  Nebraska  ; George  married  Anna  John- 
son and  they  maintain  their  home  at  Los  An- 
geles, California ; Crawford  D.,  of  this  sketch, 
was  the  next  In  order  of  birth ; Sadie  M.  is  the 
wife  of  Howard  H.  Moore,  of  Washington,  D. 
C.;  and  William  C.  died  in  childhood.  Mr.  Car- 
rothers was  a member  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  as  is  also  his  widow. 

To  the  district  schools  of  Moorefield  Town 
ship  Crawford  D.  Carrothers  is  indebted  for  his 
early  education,  and  he  was  reared  on  the  farm 
which  Is  now  his  place  of  residence.  On  the 
15th  of  October,  1890.  he  was  united  in  mar- 
riage to  Miss  Mary  B.  Dickerson,  daughter  of 
James  K.  P.  and  Hannah  (Moore)  Dickerson, 
the  former  of  whom  was  bora  in  Athens  Town- 
ship, this  county,  December  25,  1845,  and  the 
latter  was  born  In  Moorefield  Township,  April 
29,  1849.  During  the  major  part  of  his  active 
career  Mr.  Dickerson  was  engaged  in  farm  en- 
terprise in  Moorefield  Township,  he  having  been 
a representative  of  one  of  the  prominent  pio- 
neer families  of  Harrison  County.  He  and  his 
wife,  who  died  February  9,  1917.  were  zealous 
members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 
They  became  the  parents  of  seven  children: 
Mary  B.  (Mrs.  Crawford  D.  Carrothers)  was 
born  May  16,  1870;  Miss  Annetta  was  bora 
March  17,  1874;  Margaret  H.  was  bora  May  30. 
1876.  and  is  the  wife  of  Lee  Dunlap;  William 
M.  was  bora  July  3,  1879,  and  his  death  oc- 
curred April  1,  1901 ; Albert  J.  was  born  July 
28.  1882,  and  the  maiden  name  of  his  wife  was 
Blanche  Dickerson;  John  F.'died  In  early  child- 
hood; Elliott,  who  was  born  January  25.  1894. 
died  while  serving  a9  an  American  soldier  in 
France  during  the  late  World  war. 

Elliott  Dickerson  was  one  of  the  fine  sons  of 
Harrison  County  who  entered  the  nation’s  mili- 
tary service  when  America  became  involved  In 
the  great  World  war.  He  entered  service  July 
25.  1918,  proceeded  to  Camp  Sherman,  and  was 
assigned  to  Company  K,  Three  Hundred  and 
Thirty-sixth  Infantry,  Eighty-fourth  Division. 
In  the  latter  part  of  August  he  went  with  his 
command  to  Camp  Mills.  New  York,  and  early 
in  the  following  month  they  sailed  for  France. 
Shortly  after  his  arrival  in  France  he  suffered 
an  attack  of  influenza,  and  as  a result  thereof 
he  died,  In  Base  Hospital  No.  3,  on  the  7th  of 
October,  1918.  He  sacrificed  his  life  on  the 
altar  of  patriotism — as  fully  as  though  he  had 
fallen  on  the  field  of  battle — and  his  death  was 
deeply  mourned  by  his  host  of  friends  in  bis 
native  county. 

For  twenty-six  years  after  his  marriage  Mr. 
Carrothers  was  engaged  in  farming  in  Notting- 
ham Township,  and  he  then  returned  to  the  old 
home  farm,  in  Moorefield  Township,  where  he 
has  since  continued  his  vigorous  and  successful 
activities  as  a progressive  agriculturist  and 
stock-grower.  His  political  allegiance  is  given 
to  the  democratic  party  and  he  and  his  wife 
hold  membership  in  the  Nottingham  Presby- 
terian Church.  They  have  five  children:  Ella 
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M..  who  was  born  August  17,  1891,  is  the  wife 
of  George  W.  Beall  and  they  have  one  child, 
Francis  Wayne.  Chester  S.,  who  was  bom 
May  30.  1893.  married  Miss  Bessie  Stevens  and 
they  have  three  children — Elsie  May,  Ralph 
Cecil  and  Harold  Love.  Elsie,  who  was  bom 
in  1896,  died  in  1904.  Irene  was  bom  May  22, 
1902,  and  Bessie  M.  was  bora  May  21,  1904. 

James  Lawrence  Williams  Is  owner  of  a 
farm  of  eighty-six  acres  in  Rose  Township,  get- 
ting his  mail  on  Route  No.  1 from  Mineral  City. 
A hard  worker,  he  has  striven  to  do  whatever  he 
undertook  well,  and  to  render  efficient  service, 
and  as  a result  he  has  acquired  a fair  compe- 
tency and  good  standing  in  his  neighborhood. 

Mr.  Williams  was  bora  in  Rose  Township  Oc- 
tober 9.  1863,  son  of  David  Noble  and  Emma- 
line  (Guess)  Williams.  His  grandfather  Will- 
iams was  a native  of  England.  David  Noble 
Williams  spent  his  life  as  a farmer  in  Carroll 
County,  where  he  was  reared  and  educated,  be- 
ing the  second  in  a family  of  six  children.  He 
was  twice  married,  and  of  his  five  children 
James  L.  is  the  fourth. 

The  latter  attended  school  regularly  until  he 
was  sixteen,  the  school  being  in  District  No.  5 
of  Rose  Township.  He  grew  up  on  his  father’s 
farm  of  eighty  acres,  lived  there  and  shared  in 
its  work  and  management  until  he  was  thirty- 
three.  when  he  married  and  established  a home 
of  his  own.  It  was  in  1897  that  Mr.  Williams 
married  Miss  Sarah  J.  Mowls,  daughter  of  John 
and  Louise  (Gamble)  Mowls  of  Rose  Township. 
They  have  three  children : Louellice,  bom  in 

1898,  a graduate  of  the  Dellroy  High  School  and 
of  the  Normal  School  of  Kent,  Ohio,  now  a 
popular  teacher  at  Canal  Fulton,  Ohio;  James 
Paul,  bom  in  1900,  and  Oscar,  born  in  1903. 

The  first  two  years  after  his  marriage  Mr. 
Williams  looked  after  the  farm  of  Mrs.  Will- 
iams’ father,  and  in  1900  moved  to  his  present 
location.  He  first  bought  a small  place  of  ten 
acres  and  later  thirty-eight  acres  more  and  Mrs. 
Williams  inherited  forty-six  acres  from  iher 
father.  Of  this  he  sold  eight  acres  so  that  his 
present  farm  comprises  eighty-six.  He  does 
general  farming,  raising  considerable  livestock. 
Mr.  Williams  is  an  independent  democrat  and 
has  responded  to  the  confidence  of  his  fellow 
citizens  by  serving  a time  as  supervisor  of  Rose 
Township  and  as  a member  of  the  school  board. 
He  is  a Methodist  and  his  family  are  Lutherans. 

John  A.  Crawford  still  retains  ownership  of 
one  of  the  fine  farm  properties  of  Archer  Town- 
ship. Harrison  County,  but  is  now  living  retired, 
in  the  village  of  Adena,  after  having  been  for 
many  years  actively  associated  with  farm  in- 
dustry in  his  native  county.  He  is  a representa- 
tive of  one  of  the  old  and  honored  pioneer  fam- 
ilies of  this  county  and  is  a venerable  native 
son  who  is  specially  entitled  to  recognition  in 
this  publication. 

Mr.  Crawford  was  bora  in  Archer  Township, 
on  the  6th  of  October,  1846,  and  he  is  a scion 
of  families  that  were  founded  in  Virginia  in 
th<*  colonial  period  of  our  national  history.  His 
father,  Thomas  Crawford,  was  born  in  Brooke 
County,  Virginia,  on  the  3rd  of  December,  1894, 
and  both  his  paternal  and  maternal  grand- 


parents likewise  were  natives  of  the  old  Do- 
minion State.  Thomas  Crawford  was  a son  of 
Edward  and  Mary  (Wiggins)  Crawford,  and  in 
the  early  part  of  the  nineteenth  century  they 
became  pioneer  settlers  in  Archer  Township, 
Harrison  County,  Ohio,  where  they  established 
their  residence  in  a primitive  log  cabin  and 
girded  themselves  to  bear  the  burdens  and  hard- 
ships of  frontier  life.  It  was  in  the  year  1806 
that  Edward  Crawford  instituted  the  develop- 
ment of  a farm  in  the  midst  of  the  forest  wilds 
of  Harrison  County,  where  he  reclaimed  a 
large  tract  of  land  and  became  one  of  the  sub- 
stantial and  influential  men  of  the  pioneer  com- 
munity. He  was  a stalwart  advocate  of  the 
principles  of  the  democratic  party  and  both  he 
and  his  wife  were  zealous  members  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church.  Of  their  twelve  children  six 
were  bora  prior  to  the  removal  from  Virginia  to 
Harrison  County,  and  the  other  six  were  born 
on  the  old  pioneer  homestead  in  this  county. 
Mr.  Crawford’s  death  occurred  in  1831,  and  his 
widow  passed  away  in  1864,  at  a venerable  age. 

Thomas  Crawford  was  an  infant  at  the  time 
w’hen  the  family  home  was  established  in 
Archer  Township,  where  he  was  reared  under 
the  conditions  of  the  early  pioneer  days  and 
where  he  assisted  in  the  work  of  the  home  farm 
until  he  was  about  nineteen  years  of  age.  He 
then  went  to  Cadiz,  the  county  seat,  where  he 
learned  the  blacksmith  trade,  to  which  he  gave 
his  attention  for  fifteen  years.  He  then  re- 
sumed his  association  with  farm  industry,  and 
lie  continued  to  reside  on  his  fine  homestead 
farm,  in  the  eastern  part  of  Archer  Towuiship, 
during  the  remainder  of  his  long  and  useful  life 
— a man  of  sterling  character  and  a citizen  of 
loyalty  and  liberal  spirit — one  who  commanded 
the  high  regard  of  all  who  knew  him.  The  old 
home  farm  Is  that  now  owned  by  his  son  John 
A.,  his  entire  landed  estate  having  comprised 
220  acres.  He  honored  Harrison  County  by  his 
worthy  life  and  achievement  and  his  death  oc- 
curred in  1893.  He  was  unfaltering  in  his  al- 
legiance to  the  democratic  party  and  both  he  and 
his  wife  held  membership  in  the  Presbyterian 
• Church. 

In  1829  Thomas  Crawford  married  Miss  Jane 
Kelly,  daughter  of  Hugh  Kelly,  of  Cadiz,  and 
she  was  still  a young  woman  at  the  time  of  her 
death.  She  was  survived  by  four  children — 
Hugh,  Edward.  Isabella  and  Thomas. 

On  the  5th  of  March.  1839,  was  solemnized  the 
marriage  of  Thomas  Crawford  to  Mrs.  Eleanor 
(Ginqey)  Forbes,  widow  of  Joseph  Forbes  and 
a daughter  of  Robert  Ginney,  who  was  an  early 
settler  In  Carroll  County.  Mrs.  Crawford 
passed  to  the  life  eternal  in  the  year  1889,  five 
children  having  been  bora  to  the  second  mar- 
riage, namely:  Jason,  Robert  F.,  John  A.,  Eliz- 
abeth (died  in  1864),  and  James  F. 

John  A.  Grawford  gained  in  his  youth  a full 
' quota  of  practical  experience  In  connection  with 
farm  enterprise,  and  his  early  education  was 
obtained  in  the  district  schools  of  his  native 
Township.  He  remained  with  his  parents  on 
the  old  home  farm  until  their  death,  and  there 
he  continued  his  Independent  activities  as  an 
agriculturist  and  stock-grower  until  the  death 
of  his  wife,  since  which  time  he  has  lived  re- 
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tired  at  Adena,  where  he  resides  in  the  home 
of  his  older  son,  Dr.  Homer  C.  The  old  home 
farm,  now  comprising  126%  acres,  is  now  under 
the  effective  management  and  control  of  his 
younger  son,  John  R.  Mr.  Crawford  Is  a 
staunch  advocate  of  the  principles  of  the  demo- 
cratic party,  but  has  never  had  any  desire  for 
the  honors  of  public  office.  He  is  an  active  mem- 
ber of  the  Presbyterian  Church  at  Cadiz,  as 
was  also  his  wife. 

In  September  of  the  Centennial  year,  1876, 
was  solemnized  the  marriage  of  Mr.  Crawford 
to  Miss  Margaret  M.  Campbell,  who  likewise 
was  born  and  reared  in  Carroll  County  and 
who  was  a daughter  of  the  late  James  and  Cath- 
erine (Huston)  Campbell.  The  supreme  loss 
and  bereavement  in  the  life  of  Mr.  Crawford 
came  when  his  devoted  wife  was  summoned  to 
eternal  rest,  her  death  having  occurred  on  the 
0th  of  August,  1910.  after  their  companionship 
in  the  pleasant  home  had  continued  for  nearly 
thirty-five  years.  Of  the  two  children  the  elder 
is  Dr.  Homer  C.,  who  Is  a dentist  by  profession 
and  who  is  engaged  in  practice  at  Adena,  the 
maiden  name  of  his  wife  was  Vergie  Townsend, 
and  their  three  children  are  Margaret  A.,  Ray- 
mond C.  and  Georgia.  John  R.,  the  younger 
son,  is  still  a bachelor  and  he  has,  as  previously 
noted,  active  charge  of  the  old  home  farm. 

Otto  Eick.  The  opportunities  given  the  Car- 
roll  County  farmers  to  acquire  more  than  a 
competence  are  many,  for  not  only  is  the  soil 
fertile,  but  the  transportation  facilities  are  ex- 
cellent and  the  agriculturists  can  market  their 
produce  rapidly  and  profitably.  One  of  them 
who  has  taken  advantage  of  these  opportunities 
is  Otto  Eick  of  Harrison  Township,  who  owns 
and  operates  a farm  of  seventy-eight  acres  of 
land.  He  was  bora  at  Sherodsville,  Carroll 
County,  February  9,  1860,  a son  of  John  and 
Martha  (Belknap)  Eick,  and  grandson  of  Peter 
Eick,  who,  after  his  marriage  to  a Miss  Jen- 
nings in  New  Jersey,  drove  overland  to  Orange 
Township,  Carroll  County,  with  a wagon,  and 
lived  on  the  farm  he  bought  there,  and  he  and 
his  wife  both  passed  away  on  their  homestead. 
They  had  seven  children,  of  whom  John  Eick 
was  the  youngest.  On  March  22,  1869,  John 
Eick  moved  to  Harrison  Township  on  a 160- 
acre  farm  he  has  bought  and  there  he  rounded 
out  his  useful  life,  passing  away  July  5,  1903, 
his  wife  having  died  in  1900.  They  had  five 
children,  Otto  Eick  being  their  first  bora. 

Until  he  was  eighteen  years  old  Otto,  Eick 
attended  the  Swamp  school  In  Harrison  Town- 
ship during  the  winter  terms,  and  always  made 
himself  useful  on  the  farm,  where  he  remained 
until  he  w\*is  twenty-two  years  old.  For  the 
subsequent  two  years  he  operated  his  father’s 
homestead,  and  then  moved  on  his  present  farm, 
where  he  has  lived  ever  since,  being  occupied 
with  general  farming.  He  has  other  interests 
and  is  a stockholder  of  the  First  National  Bank 
of  Carrollton.  Very  active  as  a republican,  he 
has  been  elected  on  his  party  ticket  to  several 
offices,  in  1909  becoming  county  commissioner 
for  a two-year  term,  and  being  elected  to  suc- 
ceed himself  for  another  two  years,  and  he  was 
also  elected  township  treasurer  of  Harrison 


Township.  The  Presbyterian  Church  of  New 
Harrisburg  holds  his  membership,  and  he  is 
well  liked  in  it  as  he  is  elsewhere  in  his  com- 
munity. 

Mr.  Eick  was  married  to  Elizabeth  Hess,  a 
daughter  of  John  and  Christine  (Vance)  Hess, 
of  New  Harrisburg,  Ohio,  and  they  have  one 
son,  John  H.,  who  is  at  home,  married  Blanche 
Conway  of  Carrollton,  and  they  have  one  son, 
Samuel  Otto.  An  excellent  farmer  and  good 
business  man  Mr.  Eick  has  made  a success  of 
his  work,  and  won  approval  as  a public  official. 

Robert  Taylor  Montgomery  is  the  owner  of 
one  of  the  fine  farm  estates  of  Loudon  Town- 
ship, Carroll  County,  where  he  has  200  acres  of 
the  exceptionally  fertile  land  that  has  made 
the  county  the  stage  of  successful  agricultural 
enterprise.  He  was  bora  in  Jefferson  County, 
Ohio,  January  14,  1864,  and  is  a son  of  John  H. 
and  Emeline  (Henderson)  Montgomery,  the  for- 
mer of  whom  was  born  in  the  Bacon  Ridge  dis- 
trict of  Jefferson  County  and  the  latter  was  a 
native  of  Morgan  County,  this  state.  After 
their  marriage  the  parents  established  their 
home  on  a farm  on  Bacon  RJdge,  Jefferson 
County,  and  there  the  father  died  in  1879,  the 
mother  surviving  him  by  nearly  a score  of  years 
and  passing  to  the  life  eternal  in  1898. 

Robert  T.  Montgomery  is  Indebted  to  the 
schools  of  his  native  county  for  his  youthful 
education  and  there  he  was  reared  to  the  sturdy 
discipline  of  the  home  farm.  He  is  the  elder 
of  the  two  children  and  his  sister,  Martha  Jane, 
is  the  wife  of  Ezra  Peterson,  of  Jefferson 
County.  March  11,  1891,  Mr.  Montgomery  was 
united  In  marriage  with  Miss  Elzan  Peterson, 
who  was  born  July  6,  1859,  daughter  of  John 
and  Emily  J.  Peterson,  and  reared  in  Loudon 
Township,  Cadroll  County,  his  record  being  that 
resided  on  a farm  of  156  acres  in  his  native 
section  of  Jefferson  County  for  one  year.  He 
then  traded  that  property  to  his  brother-in- 
la  w,  Joseph  Scott  Peterson,  for  the  farm  of  200 
acres  which  was  his  wife’s  old  homestead  and 
his  present  place  of  residence  and  which  he  has 
made  one  of  the  model  rural  estates  of  Loudon 
Township,  Carroll  County,  his  record  being  that 
of  a progressive  and  successful  agriculturist  and 
stock-grower  and  a liberal  and  public-spirited 
citizen.  Their  only  child,  Martha  Grace,  is  the 
wife  of  Durell  C.  Algeo  and  they  remain  on  the 
home  farm  of  her  father,  Mr.  Algeo  being  ac- 
tively associated  in  the  work  and  management 
of  the  farm.  He  was  bora  in  Loudon  Township 
and  is  a son  of  George  and  Salina  (Miller) 
Algeo.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Durell  Algeo  have  two 
children — Gladys  Marie  and  Leona  Grace. 

Mr.  Montgomery  is  a democrat  in  his  politi- 
cal proclivities,  is  an  active  and  influential 
member  of  the  Amsterdam  Grange,  of  which  he 
is  a director,  and  he  is  assistant  classieader  in 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  at  Amsterdam 

William  F.  Martin.  Varied  business  inter 
ests  carried  on  over  a long  period  of  years 
give  William  F.  Martin  a place  of  prominence 
in  the  affairs  of  Georgetown,  Harrison  County. 
His  home  and  business  headquarters  are  at  that 
village,  and  he  is  still  engaged  in  the  poultry 
buying  and  commission  business.  He  is  a ster- 
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ling  citizen,  especially  interested  in  church 
work,  and  properly  enjoys  the  esteem  of  the 
community. 

Mr.  Martin  was  bora  in  Jefferson  County, 
Ohio,  October  9,  1853,  son  of  Jonathan  and 
Eliza  (Spence)  Martin.  A complete  outline 
of  the  family  history  is  given  under  the  name 
George  A.  Martin,  a brother  of  William  F. 
Martin.  The  latter  was  about  sixteen  years  of 
age  when  the  family  moved  to  Harrison  County. 
His  early  education  had  been  acquired  in  the 
schools  of  Jefferson  County,  and  he  also  at- 
tended school  for  a time  from  his  parents’  new 
home  at  Georgetown  in  Short  Creek  Township. 
His  work  became  an  increasing  factor  in  the 
parental  home  and  he  assisted  In  the  labors 
of  the  farm  until  attaining  his  majority,  when 
he  began  farming  as  a croper.  For  about  four- 
teen years  Mr.  Martin  gave  his  attention  princi- 
pally to  the  teaming  business.  Since  retiring 
from  that  enterprise  he  has  been  a buyer  of 
poultry,  his  buying  facilities  reaihing  out  all 
over  Short  Creek  Township  and  he  ships  large 
quantities  of  eggs  to  market  from  Cadiz.  For 
a number  of  years  he  has  also  bought  and  sold 
veal  calves. 

While  never  a radical  partisan  Mr.  Martin 
gives  his  support  to  the  republican  party,  and 
in  community  affairs  takes  a loyal  interest. 
Outside  of  family  and  business  his  deepest  inter- 
est has  been  in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
at  Georgetown.  He  has  been  an  active  member 
since  he  was  seventeen,  and  since  he  was 
eighteen  has  sung  in  the  church  choir.  He  has 
filled  various  lay  offices  in  the  church  and  is 
now  a steward  and  trustee,  and  at  intervals 
during  a period  of  twenty  years  has  been  super- 
intendent of  the  Sunday  School,  an  office  he  still 
holds.  He  has  been  active  and  zealous  in  all 
work  promoting  righteousness  morality  and 
temperance. 

August  17,  1875,  Mr.  Martin  married  Dora 
Lamb,  who  was  born  April  23,  1858,  daughter 
of  Lemuel  B.  and  Mrs.  Kate  (Brooks)  Lamb. 
He  was  a Civil  war  veteran  in  Company  C of 
the  First  Regiment,  West  Virginia  Volunteer 
Infantry,  serving  four  years.  He  resided  in 
Georgetown  from  the  close  of  the  war  until 
his  death,  being  a city  postmaster  for  twenty- 
seven  years,  merchant  for  forty-five  years  and 
county  infirmary  director  two  terms,  township 
trustee  two  terms,  and  was  also  township  treas- 
urer for  several  years,  a and  was  a general 
depository  and  banker  for  the  community.  Mr. 
Martin  was  a republican  in  politics  and  his  re- 
ligion was  with  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 
Her  mother  was  born  January  17,  1838,  and  died 
March  15.  1887.  The  married  life  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Martin  continued  for  a little  more  than  a 
quarter  of  a century  until  Mrs.  Martin’s  death 
May  26,  1901.  To  their  union  were  bora  the  fol- 
lowing children : Clyde  A.,  born  May  22,  1878,  a 
resident  of  Akron,  Ohio,  married  Bessie  Hughes ; 
Carl  W.,  born  August  30,  1880,  and  died  August 
28,  1881;  and  Katie  L.,  who  was  bora  January 
19,  1883.  Katie  is  the  wife  of  Emmet  C.  George 
of  Georgetown,  and  their  children.  Mr.  Mar- 
tin’s five  grandchildren,  are  Frank  Earl,  born 
March  22,  1902,  Nellie,  born  March  4.  1904, 
Willard  A.,  born  March  20,  1906,  Howard  W., 


born  January  12,  1909,  and  Harry  L.,  bora 
January  1,  1912. 

On  October  6,  1903,  Mr,  Martin  married  Sadie 
McLaughlin,  who  was  bora  and  reared  in  Short 
Creek  Township,  Harrison  County,  daughter  of 
William  Gilmore  and  Minnie  (Livingston)  Mc- 
Laughlin. Her  father  was  born  April  25,  1847, 
in  Smithfleld  Township,  Jefferson  County,  Ohio, 
and  attended  Franklin  College  after  leaving  the 
common  schools.  He  has  been  justice  of  the 
peace  in  Short  Creek  Township  since  1879,  and 
is  still  acting  as  such.  He  takes  an  active  part 
in  all  public  movements  as  well  ns  moral  and 
religious  movements.  The  mother  of  Mrs.  Mar- 
tin was  born  September  19,  1848,  in  Monroe 
County,  and  died  at  Georgetown,  Harrison 
County,  May  17,  1918.  She  was  a student  In 
Franklin  College,  a prominent  teacher  for  years 
and  an  active  Christian  worker.  Both  parents 
were  active  in  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church.  They  were  married  June  27.  1872,  and 
the  McLaughlin  children  were:  Clyde  L.,  bora 
May  28,  1873,  and  died  January  22,  1881,  Sadie 
M.,  was  born  December  3,  1874,  Genevra  H.,  bora 
November  29,  1876.  died  July  11,  1918,  survived 
by  her  husband,  Clinton  Dickerson,  and  two 
children,  Evelyn  and  Nellie,  the  latter  the  wife 
of  Jack  T.  Boone.  William  Sewell,  born  De- 
cember 30,  1878,  married  Martha  Watson  and 
his  children  are  Raymond,  Leonard,  Stanton, 
Clinton,  William  and  Mary.  Ralph  M.,  bora 
October  21,  1883,  married  Lillie  Cunningham 
and  has  two  daughters,  Virginia  and  Margaret. 
Lida,  born  August  14,  1885,  is  the  wife  of  War- 
ren Reichard  and  was  the  mother  of  Genevra 
now  deceased,  Elizabeth,  Marjorie  and  Howard 
Gilmore.  Pearl  K.,  bora  December  10,  1888,  is 
unmarried  and  lives  at  home  with  her  father 
In  Georgetown  and  Is  active  in  the  Springdale 
Friends  Church  as  a minister  of  that  faith. 

William  Gilmore  McLaughlin  devoted  his 
years  to  farming  in  Jeffersan  and  Harrison 
counties  until  1916,  when  he  removed  to  George- 
town. He  is  a son  of  William  J.  and  Elizabeth 
(Berry)  McLaughlin.  His  father  was  bora  in 
Smithfleld  Township,  Jefferson  County,  in  1812, 
and  his  mother  in  Washington  County,  Pennsyl- 
vania, July  15,  1815.  Elizabeth  Berry  was  a 
daughter  of  William  G.  and  Jane  (McConnell) 
Berry.  The  parents  of  William  J.  McLaughlin 
were  John  and  Anna  (Johnson)  McLaughlin, 
who  were  married  in  Washington  County,  Penn- 
sylvania, in  1801  and  became  pioneers  of  Jeffer- 
son County.  Ohio,  where  John  McLaughlin 
achieved  prominence  and  for  seventeen  years 
represented  the  county  in  the  Ohio  Legislature. 
William  J.  McLaughlin  spent  his  entire  life  in 
Jefferson  County,  where  he  died  January  15, 
1894,  and  his  widow  on  December  28,  1898.  The 
children  of  William  J.  McLaughlin  and  wife 
were  William  G.,  James  A.,  Samuel,  John  and 
Jennie.  Jennie  became  the  wife  of  James  L. 
Hawthorn,  and  Martha  married  Alexander  Haw 
thorn,  and  died  in  1895. 

The  story  of  the  Berry  family,  with  which 
the  McLaughlins  are  connected-  by  intermar- 
riage, is  an  interesting  one.  John  Berry  mar- 
ried Elizabeth  Gilmore,  and  their  son  William 
Gilmore  Berry  married  Jane  McConnell  in  1894, 
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and  their  daughter  Elizabeth  Berry  became  the 
wife  of  William  J.  McLaughlin. 

At  the  age  of  eighteen  years  Elizabeth  Gil- 
more and  her  younger  sister  Ann  left  their 
home  in  old  Ireland  and  came  to  America.  On 
the  same  ship  they  met  John  Berry,  a young 
Irishman,  on  his  way  to  join  the  Continental 
army.  As  soon  as  the  ship  reached  Philadelphia 
John  Berry  enlisted  in  Washington’s  army, 
while  the  Gilmore  sisters  joined  as  nurses,  and 
for  seven  years  the  three  followed  the  fortunes 
of  the  struggling  colonists.  A family  tradition 
has  it  that  Elizabeth  Gilmore  enlisted  as  a 
private  in  the  Continental  army  and  that  she 
actually  fought  in  several  battles.  In  what- 
ever capacity  she  served,  official  records  show 
that  she  received  pay  from  the  state  of  Penn- 
sylvania as  a private  in  the  army.  John  Berry 
and  Elizabeth  Gilmore  were  married  in  1780 
and  continued  with  the  army  until  the  close  of 
the  Revolution.  After  peace  was  declared  they 
settled  at  Colerain  Township,  Lancaster  County, 
Pennsylvania,  lived  there  until  the  spring  of 
1794,  and  then  removed  to  Washington  County, 
Pennsylvania.  John  Berry  bought  a farm  in 
1796  from  George  Washington.  The  original 
deed  for  this  land  Is  still  in  the  Berry  family. 
John  Berry  died  at  his  old  homestead  in  south- 
western Pennsylvania,  June  7,  1809,  at  the  age 
of  fifty-six.  His  widow  died  on  the  same  farm 
August  31,  1823. 

William  F.  Compheb.  To  the  thoughtful  per- 
son, the  reading  of  history  carries  with  it  a 
large  measure  of  enjoyment,  be  it  of  nations, 
communities  or  individuals,  but  most  particu- 
larly is  it  interesting  when  it  portrays  the  life 
and  efforts  of  the  family  to  which  he  belongs,  if 
that  family  has  had  a long  and  honorable  rec- 
ord well  worthy  of  preservation.  Such  is  the 
situation  in  regard  to  one  of  Harrison  County’s 
old  and  substantial  families,  that  of  Oompher, 
that  has  belonged  to  Moorefleld  Township  for 
more  than  one  hundred  years.  Its  original 
home  was  Germany.  After  immigrating  to  the 
United  States,  it  sojourned  for  a time  in  Penn- 
sylvania and  then  removed  to  Loudon  County. 
Virginia,  to  which  section  of  the  country  most 
interest  is  attached  by  the  Ohio  Compilers,  as 
there  was  the  family  seat  for  many  years. 

William  Oompher,  father  of  the  late  Samuel 
Compher.  was  born  in  I^oudoun  County,  Vir- 
ginia. July  13,  1796,  and  was  a son  of  Peter  and 
Maria  (Cramer)  Compher,  who  owned  and  lived 
on  their  plantation  there  until  they  died.  They 
had  a family  of  five  children,  two  daughters 
and  three  sons.  John,  Peter  and  William.  John 
Compher  married  Margaret  Spring,  who  became 
a widow  and  married  Peter  Compher  as  her  sec- 
ond husband.  In  1817  William  Compher  mar- 
ried Mary  Spring,  who  was  born  September  19, 
1793.  a daughter  of  Frederick  and  Barbara 
(Stoneburner)  Spring.  Frederick  Spring  was 
a soldier  of  the  Revolutionary  War.  As  a youth 
of  sixteen  years.  William  Compher  had  enlisted 
in  a Virginia  Tegiment  for  service  in  the  War 
of  1812.  but  was  taken  ill  with  a fever  and 
j fter  six  months  was  discharged  because  of  this 
disability. 


In  the  fall  of  1817,  accompanied  by  his  wife. 
William  Compher  left  Virginia  to  seek  a home 
in  the  rich  lands  open  to  settlement  in  Ohio, 
and  after  wearisome  travel  reached  Harrison 
County,  where  he  entered  the  northeast  quarter 
of  section  22.  Moorefleld  Township,  the  deed  for 
which  bears  the  date  of  March  7,  1818.  His 
land  was  entirely  unimproved  at  the  time  but 
he  soon  had  a comfortable  log  house  erected  on 
a cleared  space,  in  which  almost  all  his  children 
were  born  and  in  which  he  lived  until  1839, 
when  he  built  the  present  commodious  brick 
residence.  William  Compher  was  a man  of 
great  energy  and  of  marked  good  judgment. 
He  took  part  in  public  affairs  and  was  promi- 
nent in  church  matters,  and  as  time  passed  ac- 
quired one  tract  of  land  after  the  other  until  he 
was  one  of  the  heaviest  tax  payers  in  the 
township  and  owned  sufficient  land  to  be  able 
to  give  all  his  children  who  reached  maturity, 
an  unencumbered  farm. 

To  William  and  Mary  (Spring)  Compher  the 
following  children  were  born : Susanna,  born 

January  3,  1818,  married  Hiram  Cecil,  died 
September  21,  1883;  John,  born  February  8. 
1819,  married  Mrs.  Amanda  M.  (Collins)  Hus- 
ton, died  July  23,  1902;  Elizabeth,  born  Sep- 
tember 19,  1820.  married  James  Sproal,  died 
October  22,  1911;  Adam,  born  May  5.  1821,  mar- 
ried Elizabeth  Boone,  died  October  31.  1899; 
William,  born  December  13,  1823,  married  Eliza- 
beth Moore,  died  November  7.  1868;  Miriam, 
born  April  15,  1826,  married  George  W.  Win- 
rod.  died  March  27,  1903;  Peter,  born  April  25, 
1828,  married  Elizabeth  Hall,  died  November  8, 
1913;  Jacob,  born  March  3.  1830,  married  Mary 
McAdam.  died  January  15,  1919;  Samuel,  born 
January  28,  1833,  died  February  15.  1912;  Jo- 
seph. born  March  25,  1835,  married  Mary  E. 
Smith : and  Sarah  Jane,  born  June  27,  1840.  died 
July  20,  1844.  The  parents  of  the  above  family 
were  sturdy,  vigorous  people  into  old  age.  the 
father  dying  April  4.  1872.  and  the  mother. 
August  27.  1877.  Originally  the  family  belonged 
to  the  German  Lutheran  Church.  After  coming 
to  Moorefleld  Township,  William  Compher  and 
his  wife  united  with  the  Nottingham  Presby- 
terian Church,  but  prior  to  the  Civil  war  dis- 
sention  arose  over  the  abolition  of  slavery  ques- 
tion, which  caused  their  withdrawal  to  the 
Stillwater  Free  Presbyterian  Church.  After  the 
war  old  contentions  were  either  forgotten  or 
viewed  in  a Christian  spirit,  and  the  Comphers 
returned  to  the  Nottingham  Church. 

Samuel  Compher  was  long  one  of  Moorefleld 
Township’s  most  respected  citizens.  He  w»s 
born,  reared  and  spent  his  entire  life  on  the 
l^nd  his  father  had  entered  from  the  government 
his  own  farm  containing  133  acres.  He  was  a 
man  of  upright  character,  an  Intelligent  and 
thrifty  farmer,  and  a quiet,  peace-loving  man. 
greatly  attached  to  his  home.  Wliile  never  very 
active  in  politics,  he  was  always  awake  to  any- 
thing concerning  the  welfare  of  his  township 
and  ever  ready  to  bear  his  share  ns  a respon- 
sible citizen. 

Samuel  Compher  was  married  November  28. 
1855,  to  Jane  Moore,  who  was  born  October  11. 
1835.  and  died  August  15,  1864.  She  was  a 
daughter  of  John  and  Elizabeth  (Williamson) 
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Moore,  of  Moorefleld  Township.  Four  children 
were  born  to  this  marriage,  ns  follows:  Mary 

Elizabeth,  who  was  born  October  27,  1856:  John 
La  Fayette,  who  was  bom  May  17,  1850,  died 
July  23.  1870:  William  B„  who  was  bom  De- 
cember 25.  1861.  died  September  16.  1864 : and 
James  L..  who  was  born  April  7.  1864.  married 
Jennie  M.  Green,  had  one  child,  Lillie  May. 
and  died  June  30,  1913. 

Mr.  Compiler's  second  marriage  took  place 
April  18,  1866,  to  Marv  Scott,  a daughter  of 
Thomas  and  Sarah  (Hogg)  Scott,  who  was  bora 
July  4,  1838.  and  died  July  11.  1866.  On  De- 
cember 19.  1867,  Mr.  Compher  was  married  to 
Caroline  Bethel,  who  was  born  October  10,  1838, 
a daughter  of  John  and  Elizabeth  (Oglevee) 
Bethel,  and  three  children  were  born  to  them, 
namely:  Ella  J.,  who  was  born  October  27, 

1868:  Addison,  who  was  born  March  15,  1872: 
and  William  F.,  who  was  bom  July  20,  1875. 
The  mother  of  the  above  family  died  January 
28.  1917,  the  father  having  passed  away  Feb- 
ruary 15,  1912.  William  F.  Addison,  Miss  Ella 
J..  and  their  half  sister,  Miss  Mary  Elizabeth, 
reside  together  on  the  old  homestead,  preserv- 
ing the  comfortable  old  family  ways  and  tradi- 
tions. They  are  all  highly  esteemed  in  the  town- 
ship and  all  are  members  of  the  Nottingham 
Presbyterian  Church. 

The  ancestors  on  their  mother’s  side  of  the 
above  children  were  among  the  earliest  settlers 
of  America.  Bethel  family  is  of  Welsh  origin, 
but  for  many  years  residents  of  England.  The 
first  Bethel  of  which  we  have  any  special  rec- 
ord was  James  Bethel,  third  son  of  Richard 
Bethel,  of  York  County,  England,  who  at 
twenty-seven  years  of  age  embarked  from  the 
port  of  London  August  10.  1635,  on  the  good 
ship  “Safety”  with  John  Graunt  as  Master,  ar- 
riving at  Jamestown,  Virginia,  the  same  year. 
He  married  Miss  Danbridge,  they  being  the  an- 
cestors of  the  Bethels  of  America.  The  Bethels 
were  residents  of  Virginia  for  a number  of 
years,  and  there  a great  number  of  their  de- 
scendants still  live. 

Edward  Bethel,  son  of  James  Bethel  who  was 
a great-grandchild  of  the  first  James  Bethel  of 
Virginia,  moved  from  Charles  City  County,  Vir- 
ginia, to  Stafford  County,  Virginia,  about  the 
year  1800.  where  he  was  known  as  Edwin  of 
the  Forest,  so  called  from  his  residence  in  the 
tract  of  land  granted  to  Lord  Culpepper,  he  im- 
migrated to  Ohio  in  1810  and  settled  in  Flush- 
ing Township,  Belmont  County,  and  was  the 
ancestor  of  the  Bethels  of  Ohio.  They  followed 
the  pursuit  of  agricuture,  and  being  of  a home- 
loving  disposition  remained  much  in  the  same 
community,  and  at  the  present  time  their  de- 
scendants probably  number  more  than  any 
other  family  of  Eastern  Ohio.  Edward  Bethel 
was  the  father  of  nine  children  as  follows— 
Henry.  Anna  Katherine.  Elizabeth,  Simpson, 
William.  James,  Thompson,  Katie,  and  John 
Thornton. 

Sim;»son  Bethel,  son  of  Edward  Bethel,  was 
born  in  Virginia  July  23.  1781,  and  married 
Nancy  Holloway,  to  this  union  was  born  five 
c’  U^ren:  John.  Mary.  James.  Caroline  and 

Hirlam. 


John  Bethel,  son  of  Simpson  and  Nancy  Hol- 
loway Bethel,  was  born  in  Stafford  County,  Vir- 
ginia, June  29,  1806,  he  with  his  parents  came 
t«>  Ohio  in  1810  and  settled  in  Athens  Township, 
Harrison  County,  where  the  family  resided  the 
remainder  of  their  lives.  They  made  the  Jour- 
ney in  covered  wagons  through  unsettled  coun- 
try over  roads  that  were  little  more  than  trails 
through  the  new  country.  John  Bethel’s  edu- 
cational advantages  were  limited,  but  by  dili- 
gence and  perseverance  he  succeeded  in  secur- 
ing an  unusual  education  for  that  time  and  en- 
gaged in  teaching  school  in  the  winter  and  in 
farming  the  remainder  of  the  time,  and  by  his 
energy  and  good  business  management  he  was 
very  successful  in  both  occupations.  He  mar- 
ried March  7,  1827,  Elizabeth  Oglevee,  a daugh- 
ter of  John  and  Mrs.  Agnes  (Passmore)  Pat- 
terson Oglevee.  who  wras  born  February  4.  1864, 
and  died  December  5.  1881.  His  death  occurred 
April  4.  1.887.  and  their  remains  now  rest  in  the 
cemetery  at  Nottingham. 

To  John  and  Elizabeth  (Oglevee)  Bethel  the 
following  children  were  born:  Simpson,  born 

December  29.  1827.  married  Francis  Clemens, 
died  September  5,  1905:  Agnes,  bom  August  26, 
1829.  married  John  Price,  died  January  20, 
1903:  John  Holloway,  bom  November  7.  1831,

12.  1834.  married  Monroe  C.  Dnnn.  died  June  3. 
1898*  Mery  Ellen,  bom  May  16,  1836.  married 
Samuel  Dunlap,  died  In  1872;  Caroline,  born 
October  10.  1838.  married  Samuel  Compher  De 
comber  19.  1867.  died  January  28.  1917 ; Hiriam, 
bom  February  15.  1840.  died  in  infancy;  Isaac 
H.,  born  September  17.  1843;  Elizabeth,  born 
June  18.  1846.  married  William  J.  Dunlap. 

Vrs.  Caroline  Compher  was  a member  of  the 
Nottingham  Presbyterian  Church  from  child- 
hood. possessing  a large  measure  of  the  Master’s 
spirit,  she  loved  the  church  dearly,  and  in  her 
quiet  manner  gave  herself  diligently  to  the  work 
of  the  S udor’s  Kingdom  on  earth.  Her  sweet 
kindly  spirit  won  for  her  the  deepest  regard  of 
the  entire  community  and  the  ardent  love  of 
those  who  knew  her  best. 

Emerson  McCort  Capper.  Emerson  McCort 
Capper,  owner  of  a large  general  and  stock  farm 
in  Fnion  Township  of  Carroll  County,  repre- 
sents some  of  the  pioneer  names  of  this  section 
of  Ohio. 

He  was  born  In  Perry  Township  March  7. 
1866.  son  of  James  and  Elizabeth  G.  (McCort) 
Capper,  the  former  a native  of  Perry  and  the 
latter  of  Union  Township.  His  paternal  grand- 
parents were  David  and  Mary  (Elliott)  Capper, 
the  former  a native  of  Pennsylvania  and  the  lat- 
ter of  Ohio,  and  they  came  to  Carroll  County 
more  than  a hundred  years  ago.  entering  Gov- 
ernment land  in  Perry  Township.  The  maternal 
grandparents  were  James  and  Ann  (Fawcett) 
McCort.  both  natives  of  Ireland,  and  they  like- 
wise  were  early  settlers  In  Ohio. 

James  Capper  and  wife  were  married  May 
30,  1861,  and  lived  for  seven  years  in  Perry 
Township  and  later  bought  land  in  Union  Town- 
ship. where  he  owned  240  acres  and  for  many 
years  was  a successful  grower  of  livestock. 
James  Capper  died  December  25,  1903,  and  his 
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widow  who  was  born  March  7,  1840,  is  still  liv- 
ing at  the  old  home  place. 

Emerson  McCort  Capper,  only  child  of  his 
parents,  was  well  educated,  attending  Harlem 
Springs  College.  October  17,  1889,  Mr.  Capper 
married  Carrie  Fawcett,  who  was  born  in  Union 
Township  December  4,  1868,  daughter  of  Charles 
W.  and  Elsie  (Norris)  Fawcett  also  natives  of 
Union  Township.  Mrs.  Capper’s  grandparents 
were  Alexander  and  Elizabeth  (Brooks)  Faw- 
cett, natives  of  Carroll  County,  and  William 
and  Martha  (McComas)  Norris,  all  numbered 
among  the  early  settlers  in  Carroll  County.  Mrs. 
Capper  was  the  youngest  of  six  children,  the 
others  being  William  W.  of  Harrison  County; 
James  A.  of  Carrollton,  Martha  E.  and  David, 
both  deceased,  and  Melville  S.  of  Union  Town- 
ship. 

After  his  marriage  Mr.  Capper  bought  the 
old  homestead  of  his  father,  where  he  has 
erected  a fine  frame  house,  and  has  continued 
to  make  substantial  improvements  and  carry 
on  the  affairs  of  the  farm  with  commendable 
prosperity.  He  is  one  of  the  leading  growers 
of  Merino  sheep  in  the  county.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Capper’s  children  are:  Melville  B„  at  home; 

James  W.,  of  Union  Township,  married  Anna 
Tripp  and  has  two  children  named  Ralph  and 
Wilda  ; Charles  E.,  of  Union  Township;  Frank 
R..  of  Harrison  County;  Grace  A.,  Lawrence  E., 
Lester  P.,  David  Norris  and  Kendall,  all  at 
home. 

Mr.  Capper  is  a trustee  of  Mount  Pleasant 
Methodist  Protestant  Church.  He  has  served  as 
township  clerk  and  is  now  a member  of  the 
school  board.  He  is  a republican,  is  active  in 
the  Petersburg  Grange  and  is  deputy  master  of 
the  Ohio  State  Grange.  His  father  during  the 
Civil  war  served  as  a member  of  Company  I of 
the  98th  Ohio  Infantry. 

Cary  A.  Gamble.  Carroll  County  has  profited 
by  the  stable  citizenship  and  faithful  industry 
of  the  Gamble  family  since  the  beginning  of  the 
’60s.  Practically  all  bearing  the  name  have 
been  interested  in  agriculture,  but  their  serv- 
ices have  been  extended  also  to  politics,  educa- 
tion, religion  and  society.  Cary  A.  Gamble,  a 
resident  of  East  Township,  where  he  is  success- 
fully engaged  in  farming  and  stock  raising,  is 
a worthy  representative  of  this  family  and  a 
valued  citizen  of  hi9  community.  He  was  born 
in  East  Township,  June  19,  1868,  and  is  a son 
of  Jacob  M.  and  Margaret  Jane  (McMillin) 
Gamble,  the  former  a native  of  Pennsylvania, 
and  his  maternal  grandfather  being  John  Mc- 
Millin. All  were  early  settlers  of  this  part  of 
Ohio. 

Jacob  M.  Gamble  was  bom  in  Columbiana 
County,  Ohio,  where  he  was  educated,  and  after 
growing  to  manhood  married  Miss  McMillin, 
who  was  born  in  East  Township.  Following 
their  union,  they  settled  on  a farm  in  Hanover 
Township,  Columbiana  County,  but  after  a 
short  residence  there  Mr.  Gamble  bought  the 
Joseph  Cox  farm  in  East.  Township,  which  had 
been  entered  by  Mr.  Fox  from  the  United  States 
Government.  Here  the  parents  rounded  out 
long,  useful  and  honorable  careers  in  the  pur- 
suits of  agriculture,  the  father  passing  away 


December  18,  1892,  and  the  mother  surviving 
about  nine  years  ajid  dying  December  9,  1901. 
They  were  the  parents  of  the  following  chil- 
dren : John  A.,  of  Alliance,  Ohio ; Jane  J.,  the 
wife  of  Nathan  Rakestraw,  of  Berlin  Center, 
Ohio;  Mary  Ann,  the  wife  of  Jesse  McBride, 
of  East  Rochester,  Ohio;  George  W.,  of  Salem, 
this  state;  Cary  A.,  of  Carroll  County;  Delbert 
H.,  of  Salem,  Columbiana  County. 

Cary  A.  Gamble  received  his  educational 
training  at  the  Oak  Dale  district  school,  taught 
school  for  one  term,  and  was  reared  to  farm- 
ing under  the  instruction  of  his  father.  On 
March  10,  1892,  he  married  Maggie  Stenger, 
of  Loudon  Township,  daughter  of  Samuel  and 
Sarah  Ann  (Wier)  Stenger,  the  latter  bom  In 
Washington  Township,  Carroll  County.  Follow- 
ing their  marriage,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Gamble  spent 
the  first  summer  on  the  farm  of  Mr.  Gamble’s 
father,  then  going  to  Mechanicstown,  where  for 
four  years  Mr.  Gamble  divided  his  time  between 
farming  and  conducting  a charcoal  kiln.  At  the 
end  of  that  period  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Gamble  re- 
turned to  the  home  farm,  and  in  189S  Mr.  Gam- 
ble bought  eighty  acres  of  that  property.  This 
was  partly  improved,  but  he  added  new  im- 
provements and  more  substantial  buildings,  and 
in  1913  increased  the  extent  of  his  holdings  by 
the  purchase  of  an  additional  twenty-five  acres 
of  land.  He  has  continued  in  the  work  of 
clearing  the  brush  and  timber,  and  of  building 
good  structures  and  adding  equipment,  and  at 
the  present  time  has  a valuable  and  attractive 
farm,  on  which  he  is  making  a decided  success 
in  his  general  farming  operations,  as  well  as 
in  the  raising  of  Holstein  cattle.  Among  his 
associates  and  acquaintances  he  is  known  as  a 
man  of  the  strictest  integrity  and  the  worth 
and  sincerity  of  his  citizenship  has  never  been 
doubted.  He  has  rendered  efficient  and  valued 
service  to  the  community  in  the  capacity  of 
township  clerk,  an  office  of  which  he  was  the 
incumbent  seven  years  and  four  months,  and 
likewise  acted  capably  in  the  position  of  town- 
ship trustee,  holding  that  office  two  terms,  and 
holds  the  office  of  assessor  at  the  present  time. 
In  politics  he  is  a republican.  His  fraternal 
connection  is  with  the  Knights  of  the  Macca- 
bees at  Augusta,  and  he  also  holds  membership 
in  the  Kensington  Grange.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Gam- 
ble belong  to  the  Still  Fork  Presbyterian 
Church,  in  which  Mr.  Gamble  is  an  elder. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Gamble  are  the  parents  of  two 
daughters:*  Flo  Ina,  the  wife  of  Ralph  Man- 
full.  an  agriculturist  of  Augusta  Township,  Car- 
roll  County;  and  Eulah  Jane,  the  wife  of  Earl 
Long,  also  farming  in  that  township. 

Francis  P.  Wallace.  The  growth  of  intelli- 
gence and  sound  optimism  has  advanced  agri- 
culture to  a combination  of  art  and  science,  the 
profound  possibilities  of  which  can  be  but  im- 
l>erfectly  mastered  by  any  one  man  during  his 
comparatively  brief  span  of  years.  Man,  whose 
faith  is  pinned  to  the  soil,  and  whose  delight 
and  privilege  it  is  to  use  its  stored  fertility 
for  the  most  enlightened  needs  of  civilization, 
has  brought  it  to  a stage  of  usefulness  unequaled 
in  any  other  walk  of  life.  To  such  must  come 
the  greatest  material  satisfactions  also,  as  wit 
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nessed  in  all  prosperous  farming  communities, 
of  which  Carroll  County  is  one  of  the  best  ex- 
amples. Since  the  early  history  of  this  part  of 
the  state,  certain  families  have  been  connected 
with  its  continuous  advancement,  lending  color 
and  enthusiasm  and  splendid  purpose  to  its  un- 
folding prosperity.  Of  these,  in  Fox  Township, 
few  are  better  or  more  favorably  known  than 
that  of  which  Francis  P.  Wallace  is  a repre- 
sentative. 

Mr.  Wallace  was  born  on  his  father’s  farm  in 
Fox  Township,  October  31,  1866,  a son  of  John 
and  Mary  (Allrnon)  Wallace,  natives  of  the 
same  township,  and  a grandson  of  Isaac  and 
Matilda  (Kean)  Wallace  and  B.  P.  and  Eliza- 
beth (Wood)  Allrnon,  all  natives  of  Jefferson 
County.  John  Wallace  was  reared  in  his  native 
township,  where  he  was  educated  in  the  public 
schools,  and  where  his  marriage  to  Miss  Allrnon 
took  place.  When  the  Civil  war  came  on  he 
enlisted  in  Company  K,  Second  Regiment.  Ohio 
Volunteer  Infantry,  with  which  organization  he 
served  bravely  and  faithfully  to  the  close  of  the 
struggle,  in  which  he  was  twice  woundfed.  once 
in  the  jaw  at  the  Battle  of  Resaca  and  once  by 
gun-shot  wound  in  the  leg  at  the  battle  of  Chat- 
tanooga. Three  of  his  brothers  also  served 
In  the  Union  army  during  that  conflict.  William, 
at  home.  Francis  who  died  at  Vicksburg,  and 
James,  who  is  still  living  and  served  three 
years.  On  his  return  from  military  service 
Mr.  Wallace  again  took  up  work  on  his  farm  in 
Fox  Township,  on  which  his  son,  Francis  P. 
was  born,  and  resided  there  until  1875,  when  he 
*took  the  family  to  a new  farm  which  he  had 
purchased,  and  which  is  now  owned  by  his  son. 
Here  Mr.  Wallace  rounded  out  his  worthy  and 
useful  career  as  a tiller  of  the  soil,  dying  Sep- 
tember 1.  1000,  aged  fifty-eight  years,  seven 
months,  while  his  wife  survived  until  Decem- 
ber 12.  1010.  and  was  lacking  a few  days  of 
seventy-six  years  at  her  demise.  They  were 
the  parents  of  the  following  children:  Francis 

P. : Emma,  of  Bridgeport.  Connecticut,  the 

widow  of  David  MeCay:  Wilford,  of  East  Liver- 
pool, who  married  Mary  Martin  and  has  had  six 
children — Lola,  the  wife  of  William  Kirkum, 
Hugh  who  is  deceased,  Otis,  Marie,.  Edith  and 
William:  Annie,  who  married  Albert  W.  Rush 
of  Berkholz,  and  has  seven  children — Frank, 
Wilma.  Blaine.  Cora,  the  wife  of  Paul  Madison 
of  Salineville,  Harry.  John  and  Clara : John 
W.,  of  Now  Somerset.  Ohio,  who  married  Sarah 
Edmonson  and  has  four  children — Clyde.  Lester. 
Margaret  and  Laura  May;  and  Marie  E.,  who 
is  unmarried  and  a resident  of  East  Liverpool. 

Francis  P.  Wallace  attended  the  public 
schools,  and  from  the  age  of  fifteen  years  until 
twenty  resided  with  his  paternal  grandparents 
at  Berkholz.  In  1886  he  began  farming  at 
Bergholz,  and  continued  to  be  so  engaged  until 
his  marriage,  June  5,  1805,  to  Mary  A.  Boyd, 
who  was  born  at  Mooretown.  Ohio.  November 
23,  1871,  a daughter  of  John  and  Melissa  (Hess) 
Boyd,  natives  of  Amsterdam,  Ohio.  Mr.  Boyd 
served  three  years  in  the  Union  army  during 
the  Civil  war.  Following  his  marriage  Mr. 
Wallace  continued  to  farm  in  the  Bergholz 
community  until  1900,  In  which  year  he  bought 
out  the  heirs  to  the  home  estate  in  Fox  Town- 


ship, where  he  is  now  the  owner  of  Walnut  Hill 
Farm,  a splendidly  cultivated  tract  of  200  acres. 
He  carries  on  general  farming  and  is  accounted 
one  of  the  practical  agriculturists  of  his  locality. 

Mr.  Wallace  is  a republican  in  politics  and  at 
one  period  in  his  career  served  his  township  as 
trustee  for  one  term.  He  Is  a member  of  the 
Knights  of  the  Maccabees  and  the  Junior  Order 
of  United  American  Mechanics  at  Bergholz,  in 
both  of  which  orders  he  has  numerous  friends. 
He  and  Mrs.  Wallace  are  consistent  members  of 
the  United  Presbyterian  Church.  They  have 
three  children : Cora  May,  who  Is  the  wife  of 

Clare  H.  Snyder,  of  Canton,  Ohio;  and  Helen 
C.  and  John  F.,  who  reside  with  their  parents. 

David  Allen  Finefrock.  Visitors  in  Rose 
Township  of  Carroll  County  have  occasion  to 
comment  upon  and  admire  the  productive  farm 
and  the  Improvements  created  by  David  Allen 
Finefrock.  Through  hard  work  and  courageous 
facing  of  adverse  circumstances  he  has  come  to 
independence  and  a position  of  esteem,  and  is 
a good  farmer  and  an  equally  good  citizen. 

Mr.  Finefrock,  whose  home  Is  near  Sherods- 
ville.  was  born  on  the  old  Phillip!  farm  in  Sandy 
Township.  Stark  County,  Ohio,  near  Waynes- 
burg,  April  25.  1864.  His  grandfather,  John 
Finefrock,  came  out  of  Pennsylvania  and  was 
an  early  settler  in  Rose  Township  of  Stark 
County,  and  farmed  that  place  the  rest  of  his 
life.  He  married  Elizabeth  Harpel,  and  they 
died  within  eight  hours  of  each  other.  Their 
family  consisted  of  seven  sons  and  three  daugh- 
ters. Of  these  Nathaniel  grew  up  on  the  home 
farm  in  Stark  County,  acquired  his  schooling 
there,  and  about  1869  moved  to  Rose  Township 
in  Carroll  County,  where  he  married.  He  fol- 
lowed farming  and  was  also  a harness  maker 
by  trade.  His  death  occurred  in  July,  1910, 
and  he  was  survived  by  his  widow  just  ten 
years,  until  July,  1920. 

David  A.  Finefrock  was  five  or  six  years  of 
age  when  brought  to  Carroll  County,  and  dur- 
ing the  winter  sessions  he  attended  school  in 
District  No.  9,  and  later  was  a student  in  the 
Magnolia  Academy  until  he  was  about  nineteen. 
In  the  meantime  be  had  worked  on  the  farm. 

In  1898  Mr.  Finefrock  married  Anne  (Tres- 
sel)  Xewhouse.  widow  of  James  Newhouse  of 
Cumberland.  To  their  marriage  were  born 
three  children : Clarence  Brice,  born  in  1899, 

who  died  in  1900  at  the  age  of  nine  months, 
twenty-three  days;  Azilla  May,  bora  in  1901; 
and  Hazel  Lucile,  bora  in  1904,  now  a pupil  in 
High  School.  The  mother  of  these  children  died 
in  1905.  In  1908  Mr.  Finefrock  married  Mar- 
garet (Borland)  Molls,  widow  of  Joseph  Molls 
and  daughter  of  Washington  and  Magdalena 
(Easterday)  Borland. 

After  his  first  marriage  Mr.  Finefrock  rented 
a place  of  150  acres  at  East  Sparta  in  Stark 
County,  remaining  there  one  year,  and  then  on 
another  place  of  150  acres  near  Sparta  for  two 
and  a half  years.  Leaving  the  farm  he  moved 
to  Magnolia,  and  was  employed  in  a brick  yard 
there  for  three  and  a half  years. 

After  the  death  of  his  wife  he  returned  to  the 
home  farm  for  a year  and  a half,  and  in  spite 
of  discouragements  have  always  kept  his  affairs 
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moving  along  and  eventually  was  able  to  buy 
and  come  to  his  present  farm  of  eighty  acres. 
Mr.  Flnefrock  is  an  independent  republican, 
usually  voting  for  the  man  rather  than  the 
party.  He  is  a member  of  the  Lutheran  Church 
at  Waynesburg. 

Harvey  L.  Thompson  was  born  in  Carroll 
County,  Ohio,  on  June  7,  1842.  He  was  the  son 
of  Gabriel  D.  and  Elian beth  (Allen)  Thompson 
who  were  born  in  Maryland,  and  who  later  re- 
moved to  and  became  residents  of  Carroll 
County,  Ohio,  where  the  following  children  were 
born.  viz. : Gilbert,  Lydia  Ann,  Antoinette.  How- 
ard, Bathsheba,  Harvey  L.,  Joseph  and  Sarah  A. 

Harvey  L.  Thompson  grew  up  as  a farmer’s 
son,  acquiring  a practical  knowledge  of  farming 
and  also  a common  school  education  such  as  the 
country  schools  of  that  day  afforded,  and  there 
the  seeds  of  patriotism  took  deep  root  in  his 
heart,  and  he  later  manifested  his  loyalty  by 
enlisting  in  the  service  of  his  country  on  August 
13,  1862,  as  a private  in  Company  A,  126th 
Regiment  O.  V.  I. 

He  was  promoted  to  corporal  and  then  to  ser- 
geant, and  took  part  in  quite  a number  of  the 
bloodiest  battles  of  the  Civil  war,  among  them 
Harper’s  Ferry,  Second  Bull  Run,  Spottsyl vania, 
Petersburg,  Cedar  Creek,  and  many  others,  and 
was  wounded  in  the  battle  of  the  Wilderness  on 
May  6,  1864.  After  his  discharge  in  1865,  Mr. 
Thompson  returned  home  and  still  desiring  a 
better  educational  training  he  entered  the  Hope- 
dale  Normal  College  at  Hopedale,  Ohio,  In  1865, 
and  later  became  a student  of  the  Scio  College 
at  Scio,  Ohio,  following  which  he  taught  school 
a few  years  and  then  went  into  business  with 
N.  E.  Clendennin  at  Conotton,  Ohio,  where  they 
conducted  a general  store. 

On  August  3,  1871,  Harvey  L.  Thompson  was 
united  In  marriage  to  Maria  Shambaugh,  born 
August  22,  1844,  a daughter  of  Michael  and  net- 
tie  (Hazlett)  Shambaugh;  Michael  Shambaugh 
being  one  of  the  sturdy,  honest  and  strictly  re- 
liable, as  well  as  successful  farmers  of  Rumley 
Township,  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  and  whose 
family  were  as  follows:  James,  Elizabeth, 

Mary,  Simon  B.,  Adam  H.,  Charlotte,  Maria, 
Jane,  John  and  Philip.  Mr.  Shambaugh  was 
for  many  years  one  of  the  pillars  of  the  United 
Brethren  Church  at  New  Rumley  and  led  a 
truly  and  exemplary  life,  his  family  all  being 
reared  in  this  faith  and  uniting  with  the  church. 
In  1874  Harvey  L.  Thompson  having  been 
elected  treasurer  of  Harrison  County,  with  his 
family  removed  to  Cadiz.  Ohio,  where  he  served 
as  treasurer  for  two  terms,  with  a highly 
creditable  record:  while  Mr.  Thompson’s  aspira- 
tions were  for  a higher  education  along  literary 
and  other  educational  lines,  he  sacrificed  these 
in  a degree  and  chose  the  rural  life,  purchasing 
a farm  in  Archer  Township,  Harrison  County, 
on  which  he  resided  until  his  death  which  oc- 
curred on  February  3,  1907,  and  which  is  still 
known  as  the  home  farm.  He  was  a good 
business  man,  possessed  with  rare  social  quali- 
ties, a great  reader,  and  one  of  Harrison 
County’s  prominent  men. 

Harvey  L.  and  Maria  (Shambaugh)  Thomp- 
son were  the  parents  of  the  following  children: 


Simon  Edwin,  bom  July  9.  1872,  served  as  re- 
corder of  Harrison  County  six  years,  he  was 
married  to  Mildred  R.  Ryder,  of  Scio,  Ohio, 
whose  children  are  Andrew  R.,  Marie,  Harvey 
(deceased),  Margaret  and  Frederick,  S.  Edwin 
dying  in  1910.  B.  Frank  Thompson,  bom  Au- 
gust 28,  1S74,  married  Charlotte  A.  Probert  of 
Richmond,  Ohio,  an  accomplished  musician 
widely  known  as  a composer  and  teacher.  Their 
children  are  Anna  Doris,  and  Harvey  Duard. 
Charles  H.  Thompson,  bora  November  30,  1876, 
married  Jennie  Spence  of  Jewett,  Ohio,  their 
children  are  Charles  Spence  and  Donald.  Mary 
C.,  born  October  30,  1878.  single  and  living  at 
home.  J.  Paul,  bora  January  13,  1880,  who  is 
now  an  attorney  at  Cleveland,  Ohio,  married 
Georgella  Ikert,  of  East  Liverpool,  Ohio.  Nel- 
lie, who  died  in  1888,  aged  six  years.  Fred  A., 
bom  June  16,  1888,  married  Carrie  Grove  of 
Jewett,  Ohio,  their  children  are  as  follows: 
Forrest,  Mary  Florence,  John,  Gwen  and  Eva. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Harvey  L.  Thompson  were  mem- 
bers of  the  Methodist  Church  of  Jewett,  Ohio, 
of  which  religious  organization  their  children 
are  all  members.  Mrs.  Thompson  is  a lady  of 
more  than  ordinary  ability  and  refinement  and 
of  a literary  and  artistic  temperament,  her 
natural  talents.  She  still  remains  on  the  farm 
in  company  with  her  daughter  Mary,  and  at  this 
writing  still  radiates  an  influence  for  good  in 
all  community  welfare,  and  in  trying  to  carry 
out  the  desires  of  her  late  husband  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  family  and  community  at  large. 

Frederick  L.  Roof.  That  a main  has  attained 
to  venerable  age  is  a matter  of  little  more  than 
biographical  significance,  but  if  those  years 
which  give  him  this  status  have  borne  their 
evidence  of  worthy  character  and  worthy 
achievement,  then  the  life  record  of  that  man 
can  not  fail  to  offer  both  incentive  and  inspira- 
tion. Frederick  L.  Roof,  who  Is  now  living  in 
retirement  in  the  village  of  Deljroy,  Carroll 
County,  has  passed  the  eightieth  milestone  on 
the  journey  of  life,  and  in  the  evening  shadows 
that  lengthen  from  the  golden  west  there  is  to 
be  discerned  in  his  career  the  transfiguring 
glow  of  large  and  worthy  service  as  one  of  the 
world’s  workers  and  the  gentle  radiance  Indica- 
tive of  nobility  of  character  and  loyal  steward- 
ship. He  is  one  of  the  venerable  native  sons 
still  residing  within  the  borders  of  Carroll 
County  and  is  in  every  sense  entitled  to  recog- 
nition in  this  history. 

Mr.  Roof  was  born  on  the  old  family  home- 
stead farm,  in  Monroe  Township,  Carroll 
County.  November  28,  1841,  and  is  a son  of 
Frederick  and  Sarah  (Alba ugh)  Roof,  to  whom 
was  given  a due  share  of  pioneer  distinction  in 
this  favored  section  of  the  Buckeye  State  when 
Fredetfck  Roof  entered  Government  land  in  Jef- 
ferson County  in  1812.  The  memory  of  Mr.  Roof 
compasses  much  of  the  period  of  development 
and  progress  in  Carroll  County,  and  his  boyhood 
and  youth  were  marked  by  effective  service  in 
connection  with  the  reclamation  and  other  ac- 
tivities of  the  home  farm,  the  while  he  at- 
tended during  the  winter  terms  the  pioneer 
schools  of  the  locality.  His  sturdy  young  man- 
hood brought  to  him  the  graver  duties  and  re- 
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sponsibilities  bom  of  patriotism,  and  in  1862 
be  enlisted,  at  Carrollton,  for  service  as  a sol- 
dier in  the  Civil  war.  He  became  a member  of 
Company  F,  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-sixth 
Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  and  thereafter  experi- 
enced the  full  tension  of  the  great  conflict 
through  which  the  integrity  of  the  nation  was 
preserved,  his  service  having  continued  until 
the  virtual  close  of  the  war,  in  1865,  in  which 
year  he  was  mustered  out  and  received  honor- 
able discharge.  After  the  tragic  death  of  Presi- 
dent Lincoln  Mr.  Roof  was  one  of  those  honored 
by  appointment  to  service  as  bodyguards  at  the 
bier  of  the  martyred  President,  in  which  con- 
nection his  service  continued  twenty-four  hours, 
in  alternate  watches  of  four  hours’  duration.  He 
took  part  in  the  second  battle  of  the  Wilderness 
and  many  skirmishes  and  other  minor  engage- 
ments, and  finally  he  suffered  a severe  attack 
of  typhoid  fever,  as  a result  of  which  he  was 
placed  in.  a hospital  at  Harper’s  Ferry  and  was 
at  one  time  reported  dead.  He  recovered,  how- 
ever, in  due  course  of  time  and  after  his  return 
to  his  native  county  he  married  Miss  Sarah 
Ann  Tressel,  daughter  of  Daniel  and  Abble  (Al- 
fred) Tressel.  The  marriage  was  solemnized 
in  the  year  1867,  and  concerning  the  children 
resultant  therefrom  it  may  be  stated  that  the 
eldest  is  Daniel  Ira,  who  married  Miss  Bird 
Kick,  of  Tuscarawas  County,  their  home  being 
now  at  Canton,  that  county,  and  their  one  child, 
Gladys,  being  a young  woman  of  eighteen  years 
at  the  time  of  this  writing,  in  the  winter  of 
1920-21.  Emmet  C.,  the  second  son,  is  individu- 
ally mentioned  in  an  appending  review.  Ada 
Florence  is  the  wife  of  Alva  Hoobler,  of  Rose 
Township,  Carroll  County,  and  their  daughter 
Zana  is  the  wife  of  Jeremiah  Baxter,  of  Dell- 
roy,  and  they  have  two  children,  Earl  and 
Wayne.  Lloyd  Clark  Hoobler,  their  son,  is 
again  residing  in  Carroll  County,  after  having 
served  loyally  as  an  American  soldier  in  con- 
nection with  the  great  World  war,  he  being  an 
active  member  of  the  American  Legion.  Daisy 
May  is  the  wife  of  Walter  Beatty,  of  East 
Liverpool,  Ohio,  and  they  have  four  children : 
Frederick  David,  Donald,  Dorothy,  and  Eliza- 
beth. William  Howard,  the  fourth  son,  resides 
at  Dellroy.  Maude  Pearl  died  in  childhood,  on 
the  1st  of  January,  1885.  Grover  Cleveland  is 
actively  associated  with  farm  industry  in  Cen- 
ter Township,  Carroll  County.  Alfred  Loy  and 
Lewis  Franklin,  youngest  of  the  sons,  are  spe- 
cifically mentioned  in  sketches  that  follow  this 
article. 

Frederick  L.  Root,  to  whom  this  review  is 
dedicated,  gave  virtually  his  entire  active  ca- 
reer to  the  basic  industries  of  agriculture  and 
stock-growing,  in  connection  with  which  he 
gained  substantial  success  and  high  standing. 
After  the  close  of  the  Civil  war  he  resumed  his 
association  with  the  activities  of  the  old  home 
farm,  which  comprised  at  that  time  160  acres. 
This  property  came  into  his  possession  and  with 
the  passing  years  he  added  gradually  to  the 
area  of  his  landed  estate  in  Carroll  County 
until  it  comprised  280  acres.  This  finely  im- 
proved property  still  continues  in  his  possession, 
and  offers  lasting  evidence  of  his  ability  and 
progressiveness  as  a farmer  and  business  man. 


He  has  so  ordered  his  course  in  all  of  the  rela- 
tions of  life  as  to  merit  and  receive  the  un- 
qualified esteem  of  his  fellow  men.  and  has  been 
a loyal  and  public-spirited  citizen.  He  has 
never  deviated  from  the  line  of  9triet  allegiance 
to  the  cause  of  the  democratic  party,  and  while 
not  imbued  at  any  time  with  desire  for  office, 
his  civic  loyalty  was  shown  in  his  effective 
service  as  trustee  of  Monroe  Township.  He  and 
his  wife  are  earnest  communicants  of  Emman- 
uel Lutheran  Church,  in  Rose  Township.  He 
remained  on  the  old  home  farm  until  1916  and 
since  that  year  has  lived  retired  in  a pleasant 
home  in  the  Village  of  Dellroy. 

Emmet  C.  Roof.  In  the  preceding  brief  re- 
view of  the  career  of  his  honored  father  is 
given  adequate  information  concerning  the  hon- 
ored pioneer  family  of  which  Emmet  Clark 
Roof  is  a popular  representative  in  Carroll 
County,  where  his  activities  are  centered  on  his 
excellent  farm  of  120  acres,  in  Rose  Township, 
and  situated  on  rural  mail  route  No.  1 from 
the  Village  of  Sherodsville. 

On  the  old  family  homestead  farm  in  Monroe 
Township,  Carroll  County,  Emmet  C.  Roof  was 
born  September  30,  1871,  and  an  appreciable 
part  of  his  active  career  has  been  marked  by 
continued  and  successful  alliance  with  the  basic 
industry  of  farming,  under  the  influences  of 
which  he  was  reared.  In  the  Atwood  District 
School  of  Monroe  Township,  Mr.  Roof  applied 
himself  to  study  in  the  gaining  of  his  rudimen- 
tary education,  and  from  the  age  of  ten  years 
to  that  of  sixteen  he  attended  the  Atwood 
School.  In  the  meanwhile  he  had  not  lacked 
practical  discipline  in  connection  with  the  work 
of  the  home  farm,  and  after  leaving  school  he 
continued  to  be  identified  with  its  operations 
until  he  had  attained  to  his  legal  majority. 
Thereafter  he  gained  broadening  experience  by 
means  of  his  travels  and  services  in  the  ca- 
pacity of  stationary  engineer,  to  which  work  he 
gave  his  attention  sixteen  years.  Within  this 
interval  he  worked  at  various  places,  including 
Akron  and  Cambridge,  Ohio,  and  Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania,  besides  which  he  followed  his 
vocation  for  a time  in  connection  with  coal 
mine  operations  in  different  sections  of  Ohio. 
From  1901  to  1903  he  was  a conductor  on  the 
street-car  lines  of  the  City  of  Pittsburgh,  Penn- 
sylvania. He  finally  returned  to  his  native 
county  and  to  the  vocation  with  which  the 
family  name  has  here  been  long  and  promi- 
nently identified.  In  1911  Mr.  Roof  purchased  a 
farm  of  114  acres  in  Rose  Township,  but  in 
1914  he  purchased  and  removed  to  his  present 
model  farm  of  120  acres,  in  the  same  township. 
Here  he  has  since  continued  to  put  forth  his 
best  efforts  as  a vigorous  and  progressive  agri- 
culturist and  stock-grower,  and  he  takes  loyal 
interest  in  all  things  touching  the  welfare  of 
his  home  township  and  native  county.  He  has 
had  no  ambition  for  political  preferment  but  is 
a stalwart  in  the  local  ranks  of  the  democratic 
party,  besides  which  he  is  found  actively  affili- 
ated with  the  Atwood  Grange  of  the  Patrons  of 
Husbandry,  and  the  Carroll  County  Farm 
Bureau. 
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In  May,  1914,  was  solemnized  the  marriage 
of  Mr.  Roof  to  Mrs.  Olive  (Bartchy)  Motter, 
widow  of  Henry  E.  Motter  and  a daughter  of 
John  J.  and  Ida  (Stewart)  Bartchy,  the  latter 
a daughter  of  the  late  Dr.  E.  P.  Stewart,  of 
Carroll  County,  Ohio.  Mrs.  Roof  was  bora  at 
Bakersville,  Somerset  County,  Pennsylvania,  in 
the  year  1882,  and  she  was  nineteen  years  of 
age  at  the  time  of  her  graduation  in  the  high 
school.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Roof  have  no  children, 
but  their  pleasant  rural  home  is  brightened  by 
the  presence  of  Mrs.  Roofs  three  children  by 
her  first  marriage — Rosa  Elba,  Evelyn  Ida  and 
Harry  Blake. 

Alfred  L.  Roof  is  associated  with  his  young- 
est brother,  Lewis  F.,  in  progressive  farm  en- 
terprise on  one  of  the  fine  landed  estates  of 
Monroe  Township,  Carroll  County,  where  they 
utilize  in  their  operations  a tract  of  280  acres, 
besides  which  the  subject  of  this  sketch  indi- 
vidually owns  eighty-nine  acres  in  the  same 
township.  The  brothers  are  numbered  among 
the  most  enterprising  and  successful  farmers 
of  the  younger  generation  in'  their  native  town- 
ship and  on  other  pages  of  this  work  individual 
mention  is  made  also  of  the  younger  brother. 

Alfred  Loy  Roof  was  born  on  the  old  home- 
stead farm,  in  Monroe  Township.  October  20, 
1888,  and  was  the  fifth  in  order  of  birth  of  the 
six  sons  and  two  daughters  of  Frederick  L. 
and  Sarah  (Tressel)  Roof.  Alfred  L.  received 
the  advantages  of  the  district  schools  and  at- 
tended the  village  schools  of  Dellroy  for  one 
term.  At  the  age  of  twenty-four  years  he  in- 
itiated an  apprenticeship  to  the  trade  of  tele- 
graphist, at  Bayard,  Columbiana,  County,  and 
after  perfecting  himself  in  the  art  he  continued 
to  be  employed  two  years  as  an  operator  in 
the  service  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad. 
Within  this  period  he  held  positions  at  various 
places,  Including  Alliance,  Malvern,  Waynes- 
burg,  Steubenville,  Brilliant,  Martins  Ferry  and 
Yorkville.  Thereafter  he  passed  one  year  as  a 
tire  builder  for  one  of  the  great  rubber-manu- 
facturing companies  in  the  City  of  Akron,  and 
he  then  returned  to  the  old  home  farm,  in  the 
operations  of  which  he  is  now  associated  with 
his  youngest  brother,  under  partnership  rela- 
tions. The  brothers  exemplify  utmost  vigor 
and  progressiveness  as  agriculturists  and  stock- 
growers  and  are  contributing  materially  to  the 
prestige  of  their  native  county  as  a center  of 
farm  industry.  Mr.  Roof  is  a staunch  demo- 
crat. is  affiliated  with  the  Grange  at  Atwood, 
and  he  and  his  wife  are  zealous  communicants 
of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  Rose  Township,  of 
which  he  is  serving  as  a trustee. 

The  year  1915  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Roof  to  Miss  Floy  Sharp,  daughter  of  Samuel 
C.  and  Margaret  Elizabeth  (Beamer)  Sharp,  of 
Sherodsville,  and  they  have  a fine  little  son, 
Chester  Loyd,  who  was  born  in  1917. 

Lewis  F.  Roof  is  a young  man  who  is  fortified 
with  the  energy  and  practical  experience  which 
conserve  success  in  connection  with  productive 
farm  enterprise,  and  in  this  basic  field  of  in- 
dustry he  is  associated,  under  partnership  alli- 
ance, with  his  brother,  Alfred  L.,  of  whom  in- 
dividua1  mention  is  made  on  preceding  pages. 


They  have  active  charge  of  the  fine  old  home- 
stead farm  of  280  acres,  in  Monroe  Township, 
Carroll  County.  On  this  farm  Lewis  Franklin 
Roof  was  born,  the  youngest  of  the  six  sons  and 
two  daughters  of  Frederick  L.  and  Sarah 
(Tressel)  Roof. 

Mr.  Roof  was  reared  to  the  sturdy  discipline 
of  the  farm  and  in  the  meanwhile  continued  to 
attend  the  Atwood  public  school  until  he  had 
attained  to  the  age  of  seventeen  years.  He  has 
been  continuously  associated  with  the  activities 
of  the  old  home  farm  from  his  boyhood  to  the 
present  time  and  here  is  a vital  and  progressive 
exponent  of  modern  methods  and  policies  of 
agriculture  and  live-stock  enterprise.  He  is  a 
staunch  democrat,  and  his  personal  popularity 
in  the  home  community  was  significantly  shown 
when,  in  the  fall  of  1919,  he  was  elected  trus- 
tee of  his  native  township,  for  the  regular  term 
of  two  years.  He  and  his  wife  are  members 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  iji  the  Vil- 
lage of  Dellroy. 

June  12,  1915,  recorded  the  marriage  of -Mr. 
Roof  to  Miss  Myrtle  W.  McQueen,  daughter  of 
John  H.  and  Cora  A.  (Teeter)  McQueen,  of 
Dellroy,  and  the  one  child  of  this  union  is 
Wayne  Francis,  who  was  born  in  the  year  1916. 

William  Bigger  is  one  of  the  progressive 
farmers  whose  activities  give  to  Archer  Town- 
ship a distinct  prestige  as  one  of  the  most 
attractive  and  productive  divisions  of  Harri- 
son County,  and  further  Interest  attaches  to 
his  achievement  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  he 
is  a native  of  this  township,  where  his  birth 
occurred  on  the  22d  of  April.  1869.  His  father, 
John  M.  Bigger,  was  born  in  Crawford  County, 
Ohio,  September  29,  1839,  and  his  mother,  whose 
maiden,  name  was  Jennie  Mitchell,  was  born  in 
Archer  Township,  Harrison  County,  October 
31,  1815,  a daughter  of  Robert  and  Eliza  Jane 
(Atkinson)  Mitchell.  Robert  Mitchell  was  born 
in  Archer  Township,  as  a representative  of  one 
of  the  honored  pioneer  families  of  Harrison 
County,  and  here  his  death  occurred  in  1894. 
his  widow,  likewise  a native  of  Archer  Town- 
ship. having  passed  away  in  August^  1904. 
Robert  Mitchell  was  born  January  5,  1816,  and 
was  a son  of  John  and  Mary  (Hines)  Mitchell, 
whose  marriage  was  solemnized  in  Cadiz  Town- 
ship, this  county,  where  the  latter’s  father, 
Rudolph  Hines,  was  an  early  settler.  James 
Mitchell  was  born  in  Scotland  and  was  a youth 
when  he  came  to  America.  After  remaining 
for  a time  in  Maryland  he  came  to  Ohio  aud 
located  at  Steubenville,  whence  he  shortly  after- 
ward came  to  Harrison  County.  He  reclaimed 
and  improved  one  of  the  fine  farms  of  the 
county  and  here  both  he  and  his  wife  passed 
the  remainder  of  their  lives,  both  having  been 
zealous  members  of  the  Seceder  Church,  later 
known  as  the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  and 
his  political  allegiance  having  been  given  to  the 
whig  party.  He  died  at  the  age  of  seventy- 
two  years.  His  brother,  Robert,  served  under 
Gen.  William  Henry  Harrison  in  the  War  of 
1812.  Robert  Mitchell,  son  of  John,  passed  his 
entire  life  in  Archer  Township,  where  he  be- 
came a representative  farmer  and  influential 
citizen,  his  political  support  having  been  given 
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to  the  republican  party  and  both  he  and  his 
wife  having  been  earnest  members  of  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church.  Of  thei^  five 
children  Jennie,  the  mother  of  William  Bigger, 
was  the  firstborn,  her  marriage  to  John  M. 
Bigger  having  been  solemnized  February  2.  1865. 
Her  death  occurred  June  30,  1871.  and  her  in- 
fant child  died  on  the  22d  of  the  following 
month,  and  two  children,  Laura  and  William, 
survived  her. 

John  M.  Bigger  was  a son  of  William  and 
Sarah  (Dunlap)  Bigger.  William  Bigger  was 
born  in  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania,  and 
remained  In  the  old  Keystone  State  until  he 
came  to  Ohio  and  numbered  himself  among  the 
pioneer  farmers  of  Crawford  County,  where  he 
remained  until  his  death.  Thereafter  his 
widow  removed  with  her  children  to  Jefferson 
County,  their  children  having  been  six  in  num- 
ber— Leander,  Samuel,  John  M.,  Joseph,  Sarah 
(Mrs.  John  A.  Kithcart).  and  Helen,  the  last 
named  having  remained  unwed.  William  Blg- 
ge£,.wns*  a member  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church,  from  which  his  widow  eventually  trans- 
ferred her  membership  to  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  of  which  her  children  likewise  became 
members,  she’  having  passed  the  closing  years 
of  her  life  in  Jefferson  County. 

John  M.  Bigger  was  a young  man  when  he 
came  from  Jefferson  County  to  Harrison  County, 
and  he  passed  the  remainder  of  his  life  in 
-Archer  Township.  He  followed  the  trade  of 
carpenter,  besides  becoming  the  owner  of  one 
of  the  excellent  farms  of  the  township,  and  he 
was  one  of  the  substantial  and  highly  esteemed 
citizens  of  the  county  at  the  time  of  his  death, 
on  the  3d  of  May,  1916.  Of  the  children  the 
eldest  is  Laura  E.,  who  is  the  wife  of  John 
William  Freshwater  and  has  one  daughter, 
Mary  Helen;  William,  of  this  sketch,  was  the 
next  in  order  of  birth;  the  next  child,  a son. 
died  at  birth ; and  Jennie  L.,  who  was  bom 
June  21,  1871,  died  on  the  22d  of  the  following 
month,  as  previously  noted. 

William  Bigger  acquired  his  early  education 
in  the  district  schools  of  Archer  and  Cadiz 
Townships,  and  he  has  been  actively  associated 
with  farm  industry  from  his  youth  to  the 
present  time.  In  the  late  ’80s  he  initiated  his 
independent  activities  as  a farmer,  In  Archer 
Township,  and  since  1908  he  has  resided  on 
his  present  fine  farm  of  eighty-three  acres,  upon 
which  he  has  made  manj  improvements,  includ- 
ing the  remodeling  and  repairing  of  the  build- 
ings. The  attractive  home  is  situated  about 
one  and  one-half  miles  northeast  of  Cadiz,  the 
county  seat,  and  in  that  village  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Rieger  are  active  members  of  the  United  Pres- 
byterian Church.  Mr.  Bigger  is  loyal  and  lib- 
eral in  support  of  all  things  tending  to  advance 
the  welfare  of  his  home  community  and  native 
county,  and  his  political  allegiance  is  given  to 
the  republican  party. 

November  3,  1892.  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Bigger  to  Miss  Maude  Chaney,  daughter  of 
J-mes  and  Margaret  (Haines)  Chaney,  both 
likewise  natives  of  Harrison  County,  where  the 
former  was  born  February  24.  1831,  and  the 
letter  on  the  27th  of  April,  1841.  James  Chaney 
became  one  of  the  representative  farmers  in 


Cadiz  Township,  but  passed  the  last  few  years 
of  his  life  in  Green  Township,  where  his  death 
occurred  August  36,  1902,  his  widow  having 
passed  to  the  life  eternal  on  the  14th  of  Feb- 
ruary, 1906,  and  both  having  been  members 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  They  became  the 
parents  of  these  children — N.  A.,  Mary  H.  (Mrs. 
John  A.  Dunlap),  William,  James  Beatty.  Oscar 
E.,  Maude  (Mrs.  William  Bigger),  and  Laura 
Belle  (died  May  26.  1903).  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Big- 
ger became  the  parents  of  six  children — Wilma, 
Lucille,  Robert  Clayton,  Clarence,  Bertha  Irene 
and  John  M.  Lucille  is  the  wife  of  Walter 
Patterson  and  they  have  three  children,  Laura 
Louise  and  Mary  Lee  and  Margaret  Irene,  the 
latter  two  being  twins,  born  December  21,  1920. 
Robert  Clayton  Bigger  was  one  of  the  young 
men  of  Harrison  County  who  were  called  into 
the  nation’s  service  in  connection  with  the 
World  war.  He  entered  Camp  Sherman  on  the 
5th  of  September,  1918,  and  there  his  death 
occurred  on  the  2d  of  the  following  month,  he 
having  been  a victim  of  the  epidemic  of  in- 
fluenza. Clarence  Bigger  married  Miss  Nellie 
Carson  and  they  reside  at  Cadiz  and  have  one 
daughter,  Grace  Elizabeth,  bom  February  12, 
1920.  > 

John  Youno.  A man  of  sterling  ability  and 
worth,  John  Young  holds  high  rank  among  the 
more  progressive  agriculturists  and  able  busi- 
ness men  of  Stock  Township,  and  is  In  all  re- 
spects a valuable  citizen  of  his  community,  ful- 
filling his  duties  as  such  with  fidelity.  A son 
of  the  late  Robert  G.  Young,  he  was  bom  July 
6,  1864,  In  Washington  Township,  Harrison 
County,  Ohio,  of  Irish  ancestry. 

His  paternal  grandfather,  also  named  John 
Young,  was  bora,  bred  and  educated  in  Ireland. 
Having  married  at  an  early  age.  and  feeling  the 
need  of  broader  opportunities  for  supporting 
his  young  and  growing  family,  he  immigrated, 
soon  after  the  birth  of  his  third  child,  to  the 
United  States,  and  located,  with  his  family,  in 
Washington  County,  Pennsylvania.  Coming 
from  there  to  Ohio,  he  bought  land  in  Stock 
Township,  Harrison  County,  and  having  partly 
cleared  the.  fa  mi  now  owned  and  occupied  by 
his  grandson,  he  there  continued  a tiller  of  the 
soil  until  his  death,  June  10.  1861.  To  him  and 
his  wife,  whose  maiden  name  was  Martha  Mc- 
Doogal,  nine  children  were  bom,  as  follows — 
John,  William,  Jared.  Robert  G.,  Leonard,  Mary, 
Susan,  Jane,  and  Elizabeth. 

Born  In  Washington  County.  Pennysl vania, 
on  February  11,  1822,  Robert  G.  Young  came 
with  his  parents  to  Stock  Township  in  boyhood, 
and  bravely  assisted  bis  father  in  the  pioneer 
labor  of  redeeming  a farm  from  the  wilder- 
ness. In  1852,  desirous  of  trying  the  hazard 
of  new  fortunes,  he,  with  his  brother  Leonard, 
Ms  brotber-lu-lrw,  George  Sproul.  James  Mc- 
Doogal  and  two  other  companions  trekked 
across  the  country  from  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  to 
Sacramento,  California,  with  an  ox  team,  being 
six  months  on  the  road.  The  majority  of  the 
little  band  subsequently  returned  to  Ohio,  his 
brother  Leonard,  however,  being  accidentally 
drowned  while  on  the  return  trip.  After  a 
stay  of  seven  years  in  the  Golden  State,  Robert 
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G.  Young  returned  to  Stock  Township,  and,  with 
the  exception  of  one  year  spent  in  Tuscarawas 
County,  and  two  years  in  Washington  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County,  was  engaged  in  farming 
on  the  parental  homestead,  where  his  death 
occurred  on  September  16,  1884. 

Robert  G.  Young  married  Mary  Jane  Sproul, 
who  was  born  in  Tuscarawas  County,  Ohio, 
a daughter  of  William  and  Sarah  (Gillis) 
Sproul,  and  they  became  the  parents  of  three 
children,  namely:  James  S.,  John,  with  whom 
this  sketch  is  chiefly  concerned;  Mary,  wife  of 
L.  W.  Baker. 

Brought  up  on  the  home  farm,  John  Young 
acquired  his  early  education  in  Stock  Town- 
ship, attending  the  Posy  Hill  School  very  regu- 
larly. Having  obtained  a practical  knowledge 
of  the  agricultural  arts  while  working  with  his 
father,  he  migrated,  in  1889,  to  Tuscarawas 
County,  Ohio,  where  he  was  engaged  in  farm- 
ing for  nearly  four  years.  Returning  then  to 
Stock  Township,  Mr.  Young  bought  the  an- 
cestral homestead,  and  in  its  management  has 
since  taken  great  pleasure,  as  a general  farmer 
and  stock  raiser  having  met  with  far  more  than 
average  success.  On  his  finely  cultivated  farm 
of  257%  acres,  he  has  made  improvements  of 
value,  his  attractive  home  having  steam  heat, 
and  running  hot  and  cold  water,  the  whole 
estate  having  an  air  of  neatness  and  prosperity 
that  never  fails  to  attract  the  attention  of  the 
passer-by. 

On  June  11,  1888,  Mr.  Young  was  united  in 
marriage  with  Anna  Baker,  who  was  born  in 
Washington  Township,  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  a 
daughter  of  the  late  Henry  Baker.  A native  of 
Archer  Township,  Harrison  County,  Ohio.  Mr. 
Baker  bought  land  in  Washington  Township  as 
a youn£  man,  and  was  there  prosperously  en- 
gaged in  agricultural  pursuits  until  his  death, 
January  9,  1802.  He  married  Esther  Woods, 
who  was  born  in  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania,  and 
died  in  1905.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Baker  had  a family 
of  twelve  children,  as  follows:  Margaret  Anna, 
who  lived  but  a few  years;  Thomas;  Mary; 
Eli  died  in  infancy;  Sarah;  Oscar  died  in  in- 
fancy; Ezlrah;  Armlnda  Jane;  Emmett;  Anna, 
who  became  the  wife  of  Mr.  Young;  I^mrick 
and  Ida. 

Five  children  have  blessed  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Young,  namely:  Bessie  D.,  wife 

of  Russell  E.  Blackwell,  who  served  in  the 
World  war  for  twenty-two  months,  going  over- 
seas with  his  command;  Robert  H.,  engaged  in 
farming  with  his  father,  married  Bessie  Maler- 
nee,  and  they  have  one  child,  Anna  Maxine; 
Mary  Elizabeth  lived  but  five  months;  Ida  F. 
married  Ray  R.  Walker,  a soldier  in  the  World 
war  for  ten  months,  served  in  France,  and  on 
three  occasions  went  over  the  top;  and  Grace 
Elizabeth.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Young  are  worthy 
members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  at  Deers- 
ville,  and  generous  contributors  towardB  its 
support. 

Horace  A.  Pennock  was  a native  of  Carroll 
County  and  a representative  of  the  third  genera- 
tion of  the  Pennock  family  in  this  county,  with 
whose  civic  and  industrial  development  and 
progress  the  family  name  has  been  worthily 


and  prominently  linked.  He  was  born  in  Au- 
gusta Township,  April  9,  1848,  and  is  a son  of 
Joel  and  Charlotte  (Van  Horn)  Pennock,  both 
of  whom  passed  their  entire  lives  in  Carroll 
County.  Joel  Pennock  was  a son  of  Enoch 
and  Rebecca  (Pennock)  Pennock,  who  were 
bom  in  the  state  of  Pennsylvania.  In  1816 
Enoch  Pennock  and  his  brothers  George  and 
Nathaniel  came  from  Chester  County,  Pennsyl- 
vania, to  what  is  now  Carroll  County,  where 
they  took  up  a large  tract  of  land  in  the  pres- 
ent Augusta  Township,  the  greater  part  of  this 
land  being  still  in  possession  of  the  Pennock 
family,  by  representatives  of  which  it  was  re- 
claimed from  the  virgin  forest  and  developed 
into  the  fine  farm  property  of  the  present  day. 
Enoch  Pennock  here  remained  until  his  death, 
in  1865;  George  Pennock  died  at  the  age  of 
forty-eight  years;  and  Nathaniel,  who  remained 
a bachelor,  survived  his  brotlfer  George  by  three 
years.  In  Chester  County,  Pennsylvania,  the 
ancestor  of  Horace  A.  Pennock  was  granted  a 
tract  of  land  in  recognition  of  his  service  as  a 
soldier  in  the  War  of  the  Revolution,  and  the 
same  lofty  patriotism  has  characterized  the 
Pennock  family  in  all  succeeding  generations. 

Joel  Pennock  was  reared  on  the  old  pioneer 
homestead  which  was  the  place  of  his  birth, 
made  good  use  of  the  advantages  afforded  in  the 
common  schools  of  the  period,  and  as  a youth 
he  learned  the  trade  of  wagonmaker,  which  he 
followed  in  connection  with  his  farm  enterprise 
for  a number  of  years.  He  was  one  of  the  hon- 
ored and  influential  citizens  of  Augusta  Towu* 
ship,  was  a republican  in  politics  from  the  time 
of  the  organization  of  the  party  until  his  death, 
served  twenty-four  years  as  Justice  of  the  peace, 
and  both  he  and  his  wife  were  birthright  mem- 
bers of  the  Society  of  Friends,  to  the  faith  of 
which  they  ever  adhered  with  consistent  devo- 
tion. They  became  the  parents  of  seven  chil- 
dren—Mary,  Horace  A.,  Isaac  N.,  Willard, 
Martha,  Sarah  Rebecca  and  Almira,  and  the  lat- 
ter died  at  the  age  of  four  years;  Roy  Joel 
Pennock  died  when  about  sixty  years  of  age  and 
his  wife  passed  away  at  the  age  of  eighty-two 
years. 

Horace  A.  Pennock  passed  the  period  of  his 
childhood  and  early  youth  on  the  old  home 
farm  and  in  addition  to  attending  the  rural 
schools  of  Augusta  Township  he  was  for  two 
terms  a student  in  Harlem  College,  at  Har- 
lem Springs.  In  company  with  his  brothers 
Isaac  N.  and  Willard*he  became  a successful 
contractor  in  the  building  of  cars  for  differ- 
ent railroad  corporations,  and  with  this  line  of 
industrial  enterprise  he  continued  his  active 
association  for  a quarter  of  a century.  There- 
after he  was  engaged  in  the  erection  of  houses 
and  other  buildings,  as  a representative  con- 
tractor in  his  native  county,  but  he  gained 
special  prominence  as  a railroad  mechanic  and 
contractor,  his  paternal  grandfather  having 
followed  this  line  of  work  to  a considerable  de- 
gree in  the  early  days  of  railroad  operations. 
He  formerly  owned  about  eighty  acres  of  land 
in  and  adjacent  to  the  village  of  Minerva,  and 
he  retained  a tract  of  eight  acres  In  the  village, 
wherfc,  as  a contractor,  he  erected  many  of  the 
houses  that  add  to  the  attractions  of  the  place.

The  most  of  the  houses  which  he  thus  built  are 
situated  on  Valley  Street,  and  on  this  thorough- 
fare his  own  attractive  home  was  situated. 

Mr.  Pennock  was  unwavering  in  his  allegiance 
to  the  republican  party  and  for  twenty-three 
years  he  held  the  office  of  justice  of  the  peace, 
besides  which  he  served  several  terms  as  mayor 
of  kinerva.  He  has  lived  for  many  years  on 
the  last  farm  which  his  father  owned,  in  and 
contiguous  to  Minerva,  and  much  of  the  land 
is  now  platted  into  village  lots.  He  was  con- 
tinuously in  his  native  county  save  for  an  inter- 
val of  ten  years  passed  in  the  oil  districts  of 
Pennsylvania,  in  Butler  County. 

On  the  26th  of  September,  1868,  was  solemn- 
ized the  marriage  of  Mr.  Pennock  to  Miss  Me- 
linda Harriett  Long,  who  was  bom  in  Carroll 
County,  in  1849,  and  whose  death  occurred  in 
August  1899,  she  having  been  a zealous  mem- 
ber of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  Of  this 
union  were  born  three  children:  Percy  L.,  who 
was  bora  January  26,  1872,  is  now  in  the  gro- 
cery ^business  in  Minerva,  the  maiden  name  of 
his  wife  having  been  Mary  Hotchkiss,  and  their 
one  child  being  a son,  Percy  L.,  Jr.  Lundy 
L.,  who  was  bom  May  28,  1877,  and  who  Is  a 
traveling  salesman,  resides  In  Chicago,  the 
maiden  name  of  his  wife  having  been  Florence 
Bider.  Hattie  E.,  who  was  bom  March  7,  1888, 
received,  like  her  brothers,  the  advantages  of 
the  public  schools  of  Minerva  and  later  was 
graduated  in  a high  school  in  Pennsylvania, 
where  the  family  home  was  at  that  time  estab- 
lished. She  was  for  six  years  a popular  teacher 
In  the  schools  of  Carroll  County  and  in  1910 
she  became  the  wife  of  Orrin  C.  Gotschall,  their 
home  being  maintained  at  Minerva,  Ohio. 

On  the  14th  of  February,  1902,  Horace  A. 
Pennock  was  united  in  marriage  to  Miss  An- 
gel in  e DeFord,  a daughter  of  Alonzo  L.  and 
Mary  A.  (Pennock)  DeFord,  the  latter  a daugh- 
ter of  George  Pennock,  one  of  the  three  brothers 
who,  as  previously  noted  In  this  article,  settled 
In  Carroll  County  more  than  a century  ago. 
John  and  Matilda  (Littell)  DeFord,  grandpar- 
ents of  Mrs.  Pennock,  likewise  were  pioneers 
of  this  county.  Mr.  Pennock  died  March  17. 
1921,  and  was  buried  In  the  old  cemetery  at 
Minerva.  Mrs.  Pennock  will  make  her  future 
home  at  Alliance,  Ohio. 

It  should  be  stated  that  Mr.  Pennock  became 
widely  known  in  former  years  as  a breeder  of 
fine  draft  and  road  horses,  a line  of  enterprise 
to  which  he  gave  special  attention  for  many 
years,  within  which  he  owned  at  times  from  six 
to  eight  of  the  best  stallions  he  could  purchase. 
He  was  one  of  the  loyal  and  public-spirited  men 
of  his  native  county  and  a popular  representa- 
tive of  one  of  its  honored  pioneer  families. 

Hamilton  R.  Blazer.  Since  Its  establish- 
ment in  Carroll  County  many  years  ago,  the 
Blazer  family  has  unfailingly  sustained  the  most 
intelligent  and  practical  interests  of  the  com- 
munity In  agriculture  and  In  citizenship.  Its 
men  have  demonstrated  the  worth  of  Industry 
and  Integrity,  and  Its  women  have  kept  their 
houses  In  order  and  taught  their  children  to  be 
fair,  honest  and  considerate  In  their  dealings 
with  their  fellow-men.  It  was  in  such  an  at- 


mosphere of  encouragement  that  Hamilton  R. 
Blazer,  for  many  years  an  agriculturist  of 
Washington  Township,  but  since  1910  superin- 
tendent of  the  Carroll  County  Infirmary,  was 
reared  by  his  parents,  Philip  Burget  and  Mary 
(Bothwell)  Blazer. 

Mr.  Blazer  was  born  in  Center  Township, 
Carroll  County,  In  April,  1866.  His  grandpar- 
ents, Basil  and  Jane  (Burget)  Blazer,  were  na- 
tives of  Pennsylvania,  who  settled  in  Jefferson 
County,  Ohio,  at  an  early  date  and  there 
rounded  out  their  careers  In  the  pursuits  of  the 
soil.  Philip  Burget  Blazer  was  born  in  Jeffer- 
son County,  and  in  young  manhood  removed  to 
Lee  Township,  Carroll  County,  where  he  met 
and  married  Mary  Bothwell,  who  was  born  at 
Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania,  a daughter  of  George 
and  Jane  (Armstrong)  Bothwell,  natives  of  Ire- 
land who  after  a stay  in  Pennsylvania  came  to 
Carroll  County  and  here  passed  the  declining 
years  of  their  lives.  After  their  marriage,  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Philip  B.  Blazer  settled  in  Lee  Town- 
ship, but  later  moved  to  Center  Township,  where 
Mr.  Blazer  carried  on  farming  until  his  death. 
May  10,  1889.  By  his  first  marriage,  to  Mary 
Allman,  he  had  five  children:  William.  James, 

Basil,  Silas  and  Anna  Mary,  all  of  whom  are 
deceased  with  the  exception  of  Basil,  who  is  a 
resident  of  Dellroy,  Ohio.  Philip  B.  and  Mary 
(Bothwell)  Blazer  became  the  parents  of  eight 
children,  namely:  Hamilton  R. ; Thomas,  of 

Center  Township;  David,  of  Carrollton;  Jo- 
seph, deceased;  Howard,  of  Stark  County,  Ohio* 
Morris  B.,  of  Washington  Township;  John,  or 
Center  Township;  and  George  W.,  deceased. 

Hamilton  R.  Blazer  acquired  his  educational 
training  at  the  Possum  Hollow  district  school  in 
Center  Township  and  remained  on  the  home  farm 
until  his  marriage,  following  which  he  rented 
land.  At  the  time  of  his  father’s  death,  in  the 
division  of  the  elder  man’s  estate,  he  received 
an  inheritance  of  130  acres  In  Washington  Town- 
ship, on  which  he  carried  on  successful  opera- 
tions until  1910.  In  that  year,  when  appointed 
superintendent  of  the  Carroll  County  Infirmary, 
he  sold  his  farm,  and  for  eleven  years  has  de- 
voted himself  uninterruptedly  to  the  care  of  the 
county  wards  placed  in  his  charge.  Mr.  Blazer 
has  acquitted  himself  in  an  able  manner  in  dis- 
charging the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  his 
office  and  his  record  Is  that  of  a capable,  con- 
scientious and  thorough  public  official.  For- 
merly he  was  for  many  years  a member  of  the 
agricultural  board  of  Carroll  County.  When 
still  In  his  Infancy  he  was  taken  to  the  County 
Fair  by  his  parents,  and  since  then  has  not 
failed  to  attend  every  event  of  this  kind  held  in 
Carroll  County.  In  politics  Mr.  Blazer  is  an 
adherent  of  republican  principles.  His  religious 
connection  is  with  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church. 

On  December  6,  1877,  Mr.  Blazer  was  united 
In  marriage  with  Miss  Anna  Moorhead,  who 
was  born  In  Lee  Township,  Carroll  County, 
daughter  of  Abraham  and  Martha  (Ralston) 
Moorhead,  the  former  a native  also  of  Lee 
Township  and  the  latter  of  the  state  of  West 
Virginia.  To  this  union  there  have  been  born 
three  children:  Martha,  the  wife  of  Charles 

Moorhead  of  Los  Angeles,  California ; Zipk  W., 
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of  Carrollton;  and  Gracet  who  died  at  the  age 
of  twenty-eight  years,  as  the  wife  of  Paul 
George. 

Hen  by  Brachin  was  one  of  the  prosperous 
farmers  of  Union  Township  during  many  years 
of  his  useful  life,  and  through  his  industry, 
thrift  and  good  management  accumulated  a 
competency  which  left  his  family  in  comfortable 
circumstances  when  he  died.  He  was  born  in 
Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  a son  of  Cornelius  and 
Rebecca  (Brooks)  Brachin,  natives  of  Ireland, 
who  came  to  the  United  States  about  1816,  and 
located  in  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania, 
but  soon  thereafter  moved  to  Salem,  Ohio,  and 
later  to  Carroll  County  where  they  bought  a 
farm  in  Union  Township.  Subsequently  Cor- 
nelius Brachin  went  to  Iowa  to  enter  land  from 
the  Government,  but  died  on  the  way  to  that 
state.  His  widow  passed  away  on  tile  home- 
stead. Of  their  nine  children,  one  survives, 
namely:  Rebecca,  who  is  the  wife  of  Dr.  Jas- 

per  Tope  of  Petersburg,  Ohio. 

Growing  up  In  Union  Township,  Henry 
Brachin  attended  its  country  schools,  and  re- 
mained on  the  home  farm  until  his  marriage, 
when  he  bought  160  acres  of  land  in  Union 
Township,  but  had  to  pay  for  it  by  installments, 
and  at  the  same  time  he  was  doing  this  he 
looked  after  his  mother  as  long  as  she  lived. 
The  farm  had  an  old  house  on  it,  which  Mr. 
Brachin  later  rebuilt,  and  he  erected  all  of  the 
other  buildings  now  standing.  At  the  time  he 
secured  It  the  land  was  neany  all  covered  with 
timber,  which  he  cleared  off,  he  erected  the 
fences  and  made  many  other  improvements,  so 
that  when  he  died  in  July,  1886,  he  left  a valu- 
able property.  He  was  an  upright,  Christian 
man  and  a devout  member  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  which  he  long  served  as  a 
trustee.  In  politics  a republican,  he  was  active 
in  his  party,  and  served  at  one  time  as  township 
assessor. 

On  October  18,  1860,  Henry  Brachin  was  mar- 
ried to  Sarah  Jane  Lindsey  of  Monroe  Town- 
ship, a daughter  of  John  and  Mary  (Rutledge) 
Lindsey,  natives  of  Ireland,  and  William  and 
Jane  (Crosier)  Rutledge,  who  were  among  the 
earliest  settlers  of  Carroll  County.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Brachin  became  the  parents  of  the  follow- 
ing children:  Richard,  who  died  at  the  age  of 
eighteen  years;  Margaret,  who  died  in  Infancy; 
James  W.  and  Cornelius  W.,  both  of  whom  have 
been  assisting  their  mother  to  operate  the 
homestead  since  the  death  of  their  father;  Re- 
becca, who  is  the  widow  of  Elmer  Tripp  of 
Orange  Township;  and  Martha  E.,  who  is  Mrs. 
John  Swipehart  of  Perry  Township.  All  the 
members  of  the  Brachin  family  are  held  in  high 
esteem,  and  Mrs.  Brachin  has  every  reason  to 
be  proud  of  her  children,  for  they  are  a credit 
to  her  and  her  husband. 

Jqshua  Davis.  Although  the  well-directed 
labor  of  Joshua  Davis  belongs  to  the  past  rather 
than  the  present  of  Union  Township,  innumer- 
able evidences  abound  of  his  sojourn  within  its 
boundaries,  and  particularly  of  his  diligence  in 
developing  the  farm  now  owned  by  his  sons. 
Alpha  and  Newton  Davis.  Mr.  Davis  had  a 


keen  and  practical  business  mind  and  probably 
understood  as  well  how  to  get  the  most  out  of 
his  land  and  general  opportunities  as  any  resi- 
dent of  the  township.  Moreover,  he  was  a man 
of  sterling  integrity  and  high  ideals  of  citizen- 
ship, an  Individual  who  could  not  fail  to  have 
an  influence  for  good  in  the  community  in  which 
his  home  was  made  for  so  many  years. 

Mr.  Davis  was  born  on  a farm  in  Union 
Township,  in  1857,  and  was  a small  child  when 
his  parents  died  and  he  was  placed  among 
strangers.  His  educational  advantages  were 
confined  to  Intermittent  attendance  at  the  dis- 
trict schools,  and  his  status  until  his  marriage 
was  that  of  an  employe  on  the  farms  of  others. 
After  his  marriage  he  gathered  together  bis 
modest  resources  and  engaged  in  renting,  which 
he  followed  for  some  years,  but  after  the  death 
of  his  wife’s  parents  he  bought  the  old  Faw- 
cett homestead  In  Union  Township,  a tract  of 
163  acres,  on  which  he  began  at  once  to  make 
Improvements.  The  old  house  was  destroyed  by 
fire,  and  In  1891  Mr.  Davis  erected  the  present 
frame  residence,  after  which  he  erected  other 
structures  and  Installed  modern  equipment,  mak- 
ing the  property  an  attractive  and  valuable  one. 
He  was  an  earnest,  hard-working  man,  who  con- 
cerned himself  chiefly  with  the  Interests  of  his 
farm,  although  he  was  at  all  times  public-spir- 
ited and  when  he  died,  July  6,  1910,  his  com- 
munity lost  a man  who  had  done  much  to  fur- 
ther Its  welfare.  He  was  a republican  in  poli- 
tics, although  not  a politician,  and  a faithful 
member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

On  February  17,  1870,  Mr.  Davis  married 
Miss  Sarah  J.  Fawcett,  who  was  bom  In  Union 
Township,  daughter  of  Henry  Fawcett,  an  early 
settler  of  that  township.  She  died  April  2. 
1916,  leaving  three  sons:  Henry,  of  Perry 

Township;  and  Alpha  and  Newton,  of  Union 
Township,  the  former  bom  August  23,  1878, 
and  the  latter  bom  June  20,  1890.  Neither 
Alpha  nor  Newton  are  married.  They  are  re- 
publicans and  members  of  the  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church,  and  Alpha  belongs  to  the  Peters- 
burg Grange.  The  sons  are  operating  the  home 
farm  Jointly  and  successfully,  have  developed 
many  of  the  substantial  traits  of  their  honored 
father,  and  have  won  the  regard  and  esteem  of 
their  fellow-citizens  because  of  their  Industry 
and  integrity. 

Thomas  G.  Donaldson.  No  better  gauge  of 
a man’s  character  can  be  afforded  than  the  fact 
that  he  is  chosen  by  his  close  associates  to  act 
as  guardian  of  their  children,  assignee  and  ad- 
ministrator of  their  estate,  and  their  representa- 
tive in  other  trusts.  It  is  not  until  a man  has 
fully  proven  his  dependability  and  uprightness 
that  he  Is  so  selected,  and  were  there  no  other 
distinguishing  features  of  the  busy  life  of 
Thomas  G.  Donaldson,  one  of  the  substantial 
farmers  of  Fox  Township,  and  for  some  years 
a notary  public,  he  would  have  the  right  to 
claim  the  respect  of  his  fellow  citizens.  How- 
ever, he  has  accomplished  other  things,  and  has 
been  connected  with  much  of  the  constructive 
work  of  his  section  of  Ohio. 

Thomas  G.  Donaldson  was  bom  In  Fox  Town- 
ship, September  18,  1840,  a son  of  Rev.  John 
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and  Jane  (Hamlll)  Donaldson,  natives  of  Scot- 
land and  Mercer  County,  Pennsylvania,  and 
grandson  of  William  and  Janet  Donaldson,  na- 
tives of  Scotland.  In  1816  they  came  to  the 
United  States,  and  settled  in  New  York  State. 
Rev.  John  Donaldson  was  an  associate  Presby- 
terian minister,  and  came  as  a missionary  to 
Ohio,  at  an  early  day.  About  1823  or  1824  he 
bought  a tract  of  land  containing  130  acres  on 
section  32,  Fox  Township,  which  was  partly 
improved,  a portion  of  it  from  Robert  George, 
and  the  remainder  from  the  latter’s  brother. 
Although  he  owned  the  farm,  it  was  conducted 
by  his  sons,  as  he  continued  his  ministerial 
duties,  and  had  charge  of  three  congregations. 
The  maternal  grandparents  were  John  and  Su- 
san (Sloan)  Hamill,  who  were  born  in  Penn- 
sylvania, east  of  the  Allegheny  mountains,  in 
Bedford  County.  Later  they  moved  to  Mercer 
County,  that  state,  where  he  was  elected  sheriff, 
and  he  maintained  his  residence  in  the  vicinity 
of  Xenia,  Ohio,  for  some  time  prior  to  his  death. 

On  December  31,  1871,  Rev.  John  Donaldson 
died,  but  his  wife  survived  him  until  June,  1884, 
when  she,  too,  passed  away.  Their  childrefi 
were  as  follows:  Thomas  G.,  who  was  the 

eldest;  Frances,  who  live  In  Lyons,  Kansas,  is 
the  widow  of  Hamilton  Walker.  By  a former 
marriage  with  Mildred  Goodwillic,  Rev.  Mr. 
Donaldson  had  the  following  children:  Bea- 

trice, who  is  deceased ; Richard  B.,  David,  John 
and  William,  all  of  whom  are  also  deceased. 

Thomas  G.  Donaldson  has  always  resided  on 
the  homestead,  with  the  exception  of  about  two 
years  spent  attending  private  schools,  and  one 
term  when  he  was  in  school  at  Westminster, 
Ohio.  In  1861  he  bought  this  homestead,  which 
was  Improved,  but  since  then  has  put  up  all 
of  the  present  buildings.  In  addition  to  the  130 
acres  In  the  home  place  he  also  owns  forty 
acres  on  section  31  which  he  uses  as  pasture 
land.  He  has  always  carried  on  general  farm- 
ing, and  raised  Merino  sheep,  horses,  cattle 
and  hogs. 

Mr.  Donaldson  has  many  interests,  however, 
outside  his  farm,  and  for  thirty-six  years  was  a 
justice  of  the  peace.  Since  1908  he  has  been 
a notary  public,  and  for  two  terms  was  town- 
ship clerk,  and  has  always  been  active  in  the 
republican  party.  He  has  discharged  In  all 
fifty-one  fiduciary  trusts  as  guardian,  assignee, 
administrator  and  executor  of  estates  in  Carroll 
and  Jefferson  counties,  and  has  written  more 
than  sixty  wills.  During  the  war  between  the 
two  sections  of  the  country,  he  served  as  cap- 
tain of  the  state  militia.  For  eight  terms  he 
taught  school  in  Fox  Township,  and  two  terms 
in  Washington  Township,  and  was  considered 
a capable  educator.  Mr.  Donaldson  was  ap- 
pointed by  Governor  Bushnell  of  Ohio,  as  a 
member  of  The  Ohio  Centennial  Commission  to 
represent  the  16th  District  in  the  preparation 
required  for  holding  an  Ohio  Centennial  Exposi- 
tion at  Toledo,  Ohio,  In  1903.  He  made  a re- 
port to  the  governor  on  the  forestry  in  the  state 
and  he  served  as  one  of  the  directors  of  the  Car- 
roll  County  Fair  Board  for  six  years. 

September  2,  1865,  Mr.  Donaldson  was  mar- 
ried to  Sarah  George,  who  was  born  in  Fox 
Township,  a daughter  of  Andrew  S.  George, 


who  was  born  in  Fox  Township,  and  Ann  (Rob- 
bins) George,  who  was  born  in  Lee  Township, 
and  a granddaughter  of  Robert  and  Slarah 
(Ramsey)  George,  natives  of  Washington 
County,  Pennsylvania,  who  came  to  Carroll 
County,  and  entered  a tract  of  land  from  the 
government  in  Fox  Township,  In  1800.  The 
maternal  grandparents  were  John  and  Sarah 
(Crabb)  Robbins,  who  were  born  in  JefTerson 
County,  Ohio.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Donaldson  be- 
came the  parents  of  the  following  children: 
John  Goodwillie,  who  was  born  April  18,  1867, 
died  in  July,  1915;  Anna,  who  died  at  the  age 
of  six  years;  Eliza  Jane,  who  was  born  in  Janu- 
ary, 1871,  is  Mrs.  Frank  S.  Robbins  of  Fox 
Township;  Frances  F.,  who  was  born  February 
21.  1873,  died  at  the  age  of  six  years;  Andrews 
George,  who  was  born  March  16,  1875,  is  a 
dental  surgeon  of  Cleveland,  Ohio;  Sarah  Bell, 
who  was  born  April  14,  1877,  is  the  wife  of  Rev. 
W.  J.  Engle  of  New  Sheffield,  Beaver  County, 
Pennsylvania;  Minnie  Dunn,  who  was  born 
February  23,  1879,  lives  at  Denver,  Colorado; 
Walter  Mitchell,  who  was  born  June  20,  1881, 
lives  at  New  Franklin,  Ohio;  Ida  Estella,  who 
was  born  September  21,  1883,  is  Mrs.  Clarence 
D.  Barr,  of  Birmingham,  Alabama ; Ralph 
Thomas,  who  was  born  May  17,  1886,  conducts 
the  home  farm;  and  Bertha  Nelson,  who  was 
born  August  28,  1889,  Is  at  home.  Mrs.  Donald- 
son attended  the  district  school  of  Fox  Town- 
ship. Mr.  Donaldson  Is  a member  and  elder  of 
the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  and  is  very 
active  in  forwarding  its  good  work.  His  mani- 
fold duties  have  brought  him  into  contact  with 
many  people  and  his  name  Is  a well-known  one 
all  over  this  part  of  the  state,  and  stands  for 
good  citizenship,  upright  moral  character  and 
a high  order  of  administrative  ability. 

Stewart  Hess.  Since  acquiring  his  first  tract 
of  land  in  Carroll  County,  Stewart  Hess  has 
secured  excellent  financial  results  and  has  evi- 
denced a broad  knowledge  of  agricultural  sci- 
ence. Many  years  of  practical  experience  con- 
tribute to  his  agricultural  equipment,  and  his 
entire  life  has  been  spent  In  the  free  and 
Independent  atmosphere  of  the  country.  At  the 
present  time  he  is  the  owner  of  a splendid 
property  consisting  of  151  acres,  all  in  Union 
Township,  where  Mr.  Hess  is  well  known  for 
his  public-spirit  and  modem  tendencies. 

Mr.  Hess  was  bom  on  a farm  In  Perry  Town- 
ship, Carroll  County.  Ohio.  September  2 n,  1862, 
a son  of  Moses  and  Susan  (Dayhuff)  Hess,  the 
latter  a native  of  Loudon  Township,  and  a 
grandson  of  Daniel  Hess.  Moses  Hess  was  bora 
on  the  line  between  Harrison  and  Carroll  coun- 
ties, Ohio,  and  during  the  Civil  war  left  his 
farm  in  Carroll  County  and  enlisted  in  a volun- 
teer infantry  regiment  from  Ohio.  He  met  a 
soldier’s  death  in  battle,  and  was  not  survived 
long  by  his  young  widow,  who  passed  away  in 
1900.  Stewart  Hess  was  only  seven  years  of 
age  when  he  was  put  out  among  strangers,  and 
his  educational  advantages  were  somewhat 
meager,  although  he  attended  the  district 
schools  and  made  the  most  of  his  opportunities 
He  was  reared  on  the  farm  and  in  the  home  of 
the  Smith  brothers,  in  Union  Township,  with 
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whom  he  lived  until  his  marriage,  in  August, 
1887,  to  Margaret  A.  Tope,  of  that  township, 
daughter  of  Hiram  and  Eliza  (Bracken)  Tope, 
natives  of  Carroll  County. 

Following  his  marriage,  Mr.  Hess  purchased 
a farm  of  eighty-five  acres,  located  in  Union 
Township,  on  which  he  erected  all  the  present 
buildings  with  the  exception  of  the  bar.  These 
are  modern  in  architecture  and  material  and 
substantial  in  character  as  well  as  pleasing  in 
appearance  and  add  much  to  the  attractiveness 
of  the  place,  as  do  the  various  other  modern  im- 
provements made  by  Mr.  Hess  in  the  way  of 
equipment,  machinery,  etc.  From  time  to  time, 
as  his  finances  have  permitted,  Mr.  Hess  has 
added  to  his  holdings,  and  now  has  151  acres, 
all  in  one  body  with  the  exception  of  twenty- 
five  acres,  this  small  tract  lying  in  another  part 
of  Union  Township.  While  Mr.  Hess  is  a gen- 
eral farmer,  he  has  also  found  profit  and  en- 
joyment in  specializing  along  certain  lines.  As 
a raiser  of  Jersey  cattle  and  a good  grade  of 
horses,  sheep  and  hogs,  he  has  produced  a 
product  that  meets  with  a ready  and  Immediate 
market,  and  in  his  extensive  poultry  yard  he 
has  large  flocks  of  Buff  Orpington  and  White 
l>ghorn  chickens.  He  Is  an  industrious  and 
level-headed  landsman,  honorable  in  all  of  his 
dealings,  and  has  the  unqualified  respect  and  es- 
teem of  all  with  whom  he  has  come  into  contact 
in  a business  or  social  way. 

By  his  first  marriage.  Mr.  Hess  had  two  chil- 
dren: Harry  8..  a resident  of  Canton,  Ohio; 

and  Florence,  the  wife  of  Herbert  Widder.  of 
Willoughby,  this  state.  Mrs.  Hess  died  July  20, 
1806,  and  In  1900  Mr.  Hess  married  Ella  J.  Ma- 
ple. who  was  born  in  Union  Township,  daugh- 
ter of  James  and  Janet  (Lotz)  Maple,  and 
granddaughter  of  John  and  Mary  (Moody)  Ma- 
ple. Four  children  have  been  born  to  this 
union : Naomi,  who  is  a popular  and  efficient 

teacher  in  the  public  schools  of  the  country 
districts  of  Carroll  County:  Perry  Linn,  who 
resides  at  home  and  assists  his  father  In  the 
work  of  the  farm;  Dorothea  Janette,  who  lives 
with  her  parents  and  attends  school:  and  Ray 
Mont  who  died  at  the  age  of  two  years,  fif- 
teen days. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hess  are  consistent  members  of 
St.  John's  Lutheran  Church,  in  which  he  has 
served  for  some  years.  A friend  of  education. 
Mr.  Hess  has  also  been  a member  of  the  school 
board,  and  has  likewise  served  his  township 
very  efficiently  as  township  trustee,  having 
filled  that  office  for  three  terms.  In  politics  he 
is  a democrat.  His  only  social  membership  is 
with  Petersburg  Grange,  in  which  he  has  nu- 
merous friends  and  in  the  work  of  wfhich  he 
takes  a great  interest. 

James  C.  Mayes  has  had  the  practical  expe- 
rience and  the  fortifying  prerequisite  of  scien- 
tific study  that  insure  him  a maximum  of  suc- 
cess in  his  enterprise  as  a fruit-grower  in  his 
native  county,  and  there  is  certain  to  be  a 
marked  measure  of  leadership  on  his  part  in 
connection  with  this  special  field  of  industrial 
enterprise,  with  which  he  has  here  been  identi- 
fied for  a number  of  years  but  in  which  he  is 
preparing  to  amplify  and  advance  his  produc- 


tive service,  on  one  of  the  fine  farm  estates  of 
Loudon  Township,  Carroll  County.  He  was  born 
in  this  township,  on  the  12th  of  July,  1876,  and 
in  both  the  paternal  and  maternal  lines  is  a 
representative  of  sterling  pioneer  families  of 
this  favored  section  of  the  Buckeye  State.  He 
is  a son  of  Joseph  and  Hannah  (Seaton)  Mayes, 
both  likewise  natives  of  Loudon  Township, 
where  the  father  was  born  on  the  same  farm 
as  was  his  son  James  C.,  who  is  an  only  child. 
The  paternal  grandparents  were  James  and 
Elizabeth  (Gray)  Mayes,  the  former  a native 
of  County  Donegal,  Ireland,  and  the  latter  of 
the  city  of  Berlin,  Germany,  their  marriage 
having  been  solemnized  at  Baltimore,  Maryland. 
In  1811  Elizabeth  Gray  accompanied  her  par- 
ents, Nathaniel  and  Mary  Gray,  on  their  im- 
migration to  America,  and  the  family  home  was 
established  in  Pennsylvania,  not  far  distant 
from  the  city  of  Baltimore,  Maryland.  Both 
the  Mayes  and  the  Seaton  families  settled  in 
Carroll  County.  Ohio,  in  the  early  pioneer  days, 
James  Mayes  having  purchased  about  500  acres 
of  land  in  Loudon  Township  and  the  village  of 
Amsterdam  being  now  on  a part  of  this  exten- 
sive estate,  which  Mr.  Mayes  purchased  from 
the  man  who  had  obtained  the  tract  from  the 
Government.  The  parents  of  James  C.  Mayes 
came  into  possession  of  the  ancestral  homestead 
farm  of  the  Mayes  family,  In  Loudon  Town- 
ship. the  same  comprising  180  acres,  in  section 
20.  Here  Joseph  Mayes  proved  himself  an  able 
and  successful  agriculturist  and  stock-raiser.  He 
remained  on  the  farm  until  1884.  when  he  re- 
moved with  his  family  to  the  Village  of  Amster- 
dam, where  he  owned  an  attractive  residence 
property,  as  well  as  other  realty,  but  his  death 
there  occurred  on  the  4th  of  September  of  that 
year.  His  widow  survived  him  by  more  than 
thirty  years  and  was  of  venerable  age  at  the  time 
of  her  death,  on  the  21st  of  December,  1916,  both 
she  and  her  husband  having  been  earnest  mem- 
bers of  the  Presbyterian  Church  and  having 
commanded  high  place  in  the  esteem  of  the  peo- 
ple of  their  native  county.  James  C.  Mayes  as- 
sumed the  active  direction  of  the  fruit  culture 
on  the  old  homestead  and  for  a long  term  of 
years  he  rented  the  part  of  the  farm  that  was 
given  over  to  agriculture.  He  continued  to  re- 
side at  Amsterdam  until  the  spring  of  1920, 
when  he  removed  to  the  farm,  where  he  is 
preparing  to  specialize,  on  a constantly 
expanding  scale  and  in  a thoroughly  scien- 
tific way.  in  the  raising  of  fruit,  including 
apples,  pears,  peaches,  plums  and  berries  of 
select  types  and  varieties.  His  early  education 
was  acquired  in  the  public  schools,  principally 
those  of  Amsterdam,  and  in  his  native  county 
his  circle  of  friends  is  coincident  with  that  of 
his  acquaintances.  He  served  for  a number  of 
years  as  clerk  of  the  village  council  of  Amster- 
dam, is  a member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
in  that  village,  of  which  he  and  his  wife  are 
zealous  members,  his  political  allegiance  is 
given  to  the  republican  party,  and  he  is  affili- 
ated with  Amsterdam  Lodge  No.  272.  Knights 
of  Pythias,  in  which  he  has  passed  the  various 
official  chairs. 

On  the  21st  of  January,  1917.  was  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  Mr.  Mayes  to  Miss  Hollis  Alex- 
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ander,  who  was  born  in  Cambridge,  Guernsey 
County,  Ohio,  a daughter  of  Jesse  and  Rachel 
(Bell)  Alexander.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Mayes  have  a 
fine  little  son,  Paul,  who  was  born  April  17, 
1918. 

Frank  A.  Springer.  That  farming  can  be 
made  one  of  the  most  satisfying  and  agreeable 
occupations  of  existence,  that  perseverance,  in- 
dustry and  good  judgment  transform  an  indi- 
vidual’s dreams  into  realities,  and  that  integ- 
rity and  fair-mindedness  are  among  the  most 
valuable  of  human  assets,  are  facts  illustrated 
in  the  career  of  Frank  A.  Springer,  the  owner 
of  a valuable  farm  in  Bast  Township,  who  is 
serving  his  second  term  as  a member  of  the 
board  of  township  trustees. 

Mr.  Springer  was  born  near  Lisbon,  Ohio,  Oc- 
tober 26,  1859,  a son  of  John  and  Elizabeth 
(Hoffman)  Springer,  and  a grandson  of  Peter 
and  Katie  (Gossert)  Springer,  early  settlers  of 
Columbiana  County,  this  state.  John  Springer 
was  born  at  Hagerstown,  Maryland,  and  was  a 
lad  when  brought  to  Columbiana  County,  where 
he  met  and  married  Elizabeth  Hoffman,  a native 
of  Trenton,  New  Jersey.  Following  their  mar- 
riage they  settled  two  miles  west  of  Lisbon,  and 
there  rounded  out  their  careers  as  agricultur- 
ists, the  father  dying  February  16,  1885,  and 
the  mother  January  25,  1897.  They  were  people 
highly  respected  in  their  community,  and  the 
parents  of  four  children:  Emma,  who  died  as 

the  wife  of  the  late  Clark  Thomas;  Catherine, 
who  died  as  the  wife  of  the  late  Alvin  Lee; 
Louisa,  the  wife  of  Robert  Pike,  of  Columbiana 
County;  and  Frank  A. 

Frank  A Springer  received  his  education  in 
the  public  schools  of  the  rural  districts,  and 
after  attaining  his  majority  remained  for  five 
years  on  the  home  farm,  where  he  worked  for 
his  father.  He  then  went  to  Cleveland  and  for 
a time  was  employed  as  conductor  on  a street 
railway,  following  which  he  came  to  East  Town- 
ship, Carroll  County,  and  farmed  for  a few 
years.  He  returned  then  to  Columbiana  County 
for  three  years,  but  came  back  to  East  Town- 
ship at  the  end  of  that  time  and  bought  an 
eighty-acre  farm  in  section  16,  on  which  he 
carried  on  operations  for  two  years.  Renting 
his  farm,  he  went  to  Alliance,  Ohio,  where  he 
secured  employment  with  the  Cassidy  Furniture 
Company,  but  after  three  years  came  back  to 
his  farm  in  East  Township,  where  he  has  since 
been  busily  occupied  as  a general  farmer  and 
a raiser  of  Red  Polled  cattle.  Mr.  Springer  has 
a set  of  modern  buildings  on  his  property  and 
numerous  up-to-date  improvements.  He  is  pro- 
gressive and  enterprising  in  his  methods,  and 
is  justly  accounted  one  of  the  substantial  and 
reliable  members  of  the  farming  element  of  Car- 
roll  County.  He  likewise  is  the  owner  of  a 
well-cultivated  and  valuable  farm  of  seventy 
and  one-half  acres  in  Franklin  Township,  Co- 
lumbiana County. 

In  October,  1889,  Mr.  Springer  married  Miss 
Ida  E.  McCrea,  who  was  born  at  Summitville, 
Ohio,  a daughter  of  John  and  Mary  (Ott) 
McCiea,  the  former  a native  of  Columbiana 
County  and  the  latter  of  Sandusky  County, 

Ohio.  Mrs.  Springer  is  a graduate  of  the  nor-

mal  school  at  Canfield,  Ohio,  and  prior  to  her 
marriage  taught  school  in  the  country  districts 
for  four  terms.  One  son  has  been  born  to  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Springer:  John  M.,  who  had  three 

months  of  special  training  for  the  heavy  artil- 
lery service  during  the  World  war,  but  had  not 
been  called  into  active  service  when  the  armis- 
tice was  signed,  and  is  now  his  father’s  assist- 
ant on  the  home  farm.  The  family  belongs  to 
Bethseda  Presbyterian  Church.  Mr.  Springer 
was  township  assessor  for  three  years,  and  is 
now  serving  his  second  term  as  a member  of 
the  East  Township  board  of  trustees.  His  pub- 
lic service  has  been  efficient  and  conscientious 
and  through  it  he  has  further  substantiated  his 
position  in  the  confidence  and  good  will  of  his 
fellow-citizens. 

Isaac  Atkinson.  The  influences  and  the  ac- 
tivities which  gained  for  Isaac  Atkinson  the 
term  “father  of  Carroll  County”  are  discussed 
fully  in  this  history.  Something  should  also 
be  said  of  his  family,  since  several  of  his  de- 
scendants are  still  living  in  Carroll  County. 

Isaac  Atkinson  was  a son  of  Stephen  and 
Mary  Atkinson  of  Lancaster,  Pennsylvania.  The 
other  children  were  Thomas  and  Matthew. 
Long  before  the  organization  of  Carroll  County 
Isaac  Atkinson  was  proprietor  of  the  Peter 
Bohart  estate,  and  had  distinguished  himself 
as  a progressive  member  of  the  community  by 
building  a grist  mill,  oil  mill,  Installing  a card- 
ing machine,  and  the  power  for  operation  of 
this  machinery  was  secured  by  one  of  the  old- 
fashioned  tread  mills,  motion  being  given  to 
the  wheel  by  the  feet  of  the  oxen.  Later  a 
woolen  factory  was  added,  steam  power  was 
introduced,  and  the  entire  industry  was  de- 
stroyed by  fire  on  September  20,  1843.  It  is 
said  that  Isaac  Atkinson  agitated  for  the  for- 
mation of  Carroll  County  for  at  least  six  years 
before  his  wish  was  consummated. 

Isaac  Atkinson  married  Hester  Jones.  They 
were  the  parents  of  twelve  children:  Robert 

J.,  Mary,  Margaret,  Matthew,  Hester  Ann, 
Sarah  Jane,  Maria  Lou,  Thaddeus  S.,  Annie  W., 
Isaac  T.,  George  Ray  and  Mary.  The  only  liv- 
ing son  Is  Isaac  of  Denver,  Colorado,  and  the 
only  living  daughter  is  Mrs.  Lou  Stilling  of 
Kenton,  Ohio. 

Robert  Jones  Atkinson,  a son  of  Isaac,  began 
his  career  as  a clerk  in  Carrollton,  later  was  a 
member  of  the  Legislature,  and  evidently  went 
to  Washington,  D.  C„  where  he  served  as  third 
auditor  in  one  of  the  departments  until  his 
death  February  25,  1871,  at  the  age  of  fifty- 
one.  He  was  a democrat  in  politics,  a Mason 
and  a Presbyterian.  He  married  Matilda  Jack- 
son,  daughter  of  Kendall  and  Nancy  Jackson. 
She  was  born  December  18,  1820,  and  died  at 
Carrollton  November  17,  1899.  She  was  the 
mother  of  six  children:  Stephen  Eugene,  who 

died  December  2,  1916,  at  the  age  of  sixty-seven, 
was  educated  in  Washington,  D.  C.,  was  a 
graduate  of  Columbian  College,  for  a time  was 
in  business  at  Steubenville,  Ohio,  and  in  1878 
went  out  to  Helena,  Montana.  He  was  cashier 
of  the  First  National  Bank  of  that  city  and 
in  1889  became  one  of  the  pioneers  of  Great 
Falls,  Montana,  where  with  his  brother  Frank 
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tie  established  the  Cascade  Bank  and  until  his 
death  nearly  thirty  years  later  was  its  presi- 
dent He  made  that  one  -of  the  oldest  and  most 
substantial  institutions  in  Montana.  He  never 
married.  Charles,  the  second  of  the  family,  has 
for  over  forty  years  been  connected  with  the 
Treasury  Department  at  Washington.  He  mar- 
ried Ida  Cudlip  and  three  children  were  born 
to  them:  Ethel,  Isabel  and  Eugene,  the  last 

now  deceased.  Frank,  who  was  associated  with 
his  brother  at  Great  Falls,  Montana,  died  in 
July,  1918,  at  the  age  of  sixty-three.  The  three 
daughters,  Emma.  Hester  and  Matilda,  are  all 
living  at  Carrollton  at  the  fine  old  home  which 
was  erected  by  their  mother. 

Vebnon  John  Cogsil.  In  addition  to  being 
aligned  among  the  vigorous  and  successful  rep- 
resentatives of  farm  Industry  in  bis  native 
township,  Mri  Cogsil  is  known  for  skill  in  the 
work  of  the  veterinary  profession,  to  the  prac- 
tice of  which  he  gives  no  little  attention.  He 
i9  a scion  of  a well-known  family  whose  name 
has  been  worthily  linked  with  the  history  of 
Carroll  County  for  more  than  seventy  years. 
The  paternal  lineage  traces  back  to  Truman 
Cogsil,  who  was  bom  near  Roxbury,  Connecti- 
cut, of  English  parentage.  He  married  Civil 
Hawley,  and  they  passed  the  remainder  of  their 
lives  on  their  farm  near  Roxbury,  both  having 
been  communicants  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church.  The  names  of  their  children  were  as 
follows:  Harvey,  Anson  B.,  Elizur,  Hawley, 

Mary,  Almira,  Nancy,  Harriet,  Sarah  and  Ann. 
Harvey  Cogsil,  great-grandfather  of  Vernon  John 
of  this  sketch,  was  bom  near  Roxbury,  Connec- 
ticut, April  17,  1798,  and  as  a youth  he  made 
his  way  to  Virginia,  where  he  met  and  married 
Miss  Mary  Vincel,  who  was  bora  in  Loudoun 
County,  that  state,  in  1801.  Their  marriage 
was  solemnized  in  Virginia  In  the  year  1820,  and 
in  that  state  they  continued  to  reside  until  1888, 
when  they  came  to  Ohio  and  established  their 
home  in  Carroll  County.  Here  Harvey  Cogsil 
purchased  400  acres  of  land  in  Loudon  Town- 
ship, and  later  he  added  to  the  area  of  his 
landed  estate  in  this  county,  besides  becoming 
the  owner  of  2,000  acres  in  the  state  of  Missouri. 
He  made  his  Carroll  County  property  one  of  the 
best  farm  estates  in  Loudon  Township,  and  here 
be  remained  until  his  death.  March  12,  1886, 
his  wife  having  passed  away  June  80,  1876,  and 
having  been  a devout  member  of  the  Lutheran 
Church.  Harvey  Cogsil  was  one  of  the  influen- 
tial and  honored  men  of  the  county,  was  one 
of  the  founders  of  the  Carroll  county  fair  and 
was  actively  concerned  in  the  building  of  the 
Carrollton  A Oneida  Railroad,  which  was  the 
first  railroad  to  enter  Carrollton.  He  was  a 
leader  in  the  local  councils  and  activities  of  the 
democratic  party.  The  names  of  his  children 
are  here  recorded:  Oliver,  George,  John  T., 

Harvey,  Anson  B.,  Antoinette  and  Mary  F. 

Of  the  children  named  above  Oliver  figures  ns 
the  grandfather  of  him  whose  name  initiates 
this  sketch.  He  was  bora  in  Loudoun  County, 
Virginia,  and  as  a youth  gained  a due  quota 
of  pioneer  experience  in  Carroll  County,  Ohio, 
where  he  became  one  of  the  prosperous  farmers 
of  Lee  Township  and  where  he  passed  the  re- 


mainder of  his  life,  as  did  also  his  wife,  whose 
maiden  name  was  Elizabeth  Algeo.  Their  son 
John  T.  was  born  in  Perry  Township,  this 
county,  and  passed  his  entire  life  within  the  bor- 
ders of  his  native  county.  As  a young  man  he 
married  Miss  Margaret  A.  Lawrence,  who  was 
bora  in  Lee  Township,  this  county,  a daughter 
of  Richard  and  Anna  (Park)  Lawrence,  natives 
of  Ireland  and  early  settlers  in  Carroll  County. 
After  his  marriage  John  T.  Cogsil  settled  in  the 
eastern  part  of  Lee  Township,  where  he  contin- 
ued his  successful  farm  enterprise  until  1896, 
when  he  purchased  a farm  of  160  acres  in  the 
western  part  of  the  same  township.  On  this 
farm  he  continued  to  reside  until  his  death, 
February  9,  1917,  and  his  widow  still  remains 
on  the  homestead.  Of  the  two  surviving  chil- 
dren the  subject  of  this  sketch  is  the  elder,  and 
Edna  0.  is  the  wife  of  William  Algeo,  of  Lou- 
don Township. 

Vernon  John  Cogsil  was  bora  in  Lee  Town- 
ship, November  16,  1881,  was  reared  to  the  in- 
vigorating discipline  of  the  farm  and  his  early 
educational  advantages  included  those  of  the 
high  school  at  Carrollton.  He  has  never  found 
It  expedient  or  a matter  of  desire  to  falter  in 
allegiance  to  the  great  fundamental  industry 
under  the  benign  influences  of  which  he  was 
reared,  and  he  now  resides  on  the  old  home- 
stead farm  which  his  father  purchased  in  1898, 
as  above  noted.  He  is  the  owner  of  an  addi- 
tional tract  of  120  acres,  in  Lee  Township  and 
has  a third  interest  in  another  farm  of  140 
acres,  likewise  in  Lee  Township.  He  is  one  of 
the  vital  and  successful  representatives  of  farm 
enterprise  In  his  native  county,  is  progressive 
and  loyal  in  his  civic  attitude,  given,  his  al- 
legiance to  the  republican  party,  bolds  member- 
ship in  the  Washington  Hall  Grange,  and  he 
and  his  wife  are  members  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  as  is  also  his  widowed  mother. 

The  month  of  June,  1910,  recorded  the  mar- 
riage of  Mr.  Cogsil  to  Miss  Carrie  Haldeman, 
who  was  born  in  Columbiana  County,  Ohio,  a 
daughter  of  Richard  and  Pbellna  (Brogan) 
Haldeman,  the  former  a native  of  Carroll 
County  and  the  latter  of  Columbiana  County. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cogsil  have  no  children. 

James  Noble,  of  Lee  Township,  Carroll 
County,  owns  and  resides  upon  a part  of  the  old 
homestead  farm  which  was  the  place  of  his 
birth,  and  he  is  a representative  of  one  of  the 
worthy  families  whose  identification  with  the 
history  of  Ohio  had  its  inception  nearly  a cen- 
tury ago.  Mr.  Noble  was  bora  in  Lee  Town- 
ship November  30,  1861,  and  is  the  youngest  of 
the  four  children  born  to  William  and  Jane 
(Tripp)  Noble.  The  eldest  of  the  four  children 
was  William  T.,  who  is  deceased;  George  and 
David  are  residents  of  Lee  Township. 

William  Noble  was  bora  in  East  Bethlehem. 
Washington  County,  Pennsylvania,  on  the  12th 
of  February,  1808,  and  was  an  honored  and 
venerable  pioneer  citizen  of  Carroll  County  at 
the  time  of  bis  death,  in  1901.  He  was  a son  of 
William  and  Eliza  (Scarlott)  Noble,  who  were 
born  and  reared  in  County  Leitrim.  Ireland, 
where  their  marriage  was  solemnized  and 
whence  they  came  to  the  United  States  in  1796. 
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The  father  became  a pioneer  farmer  In  Wash- 
ington County,  Pennsylvania,  where  he  died  in 
1818,  his  widow  surviving  until  1864,  and  both 
having  been  active  members  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church.  They  had  seven  sons  and 
three  daughters. 

William  Noble,  Jr.,  was  eighteen  years  old 
when  he  came  to  Ohio,  in  1826,  and  at  Youngs- 
town he  learned  the  trade  of  brick  and  stone 
mason.  He  continued  to  follow  his  trade  in  this 
section  of  Ohio  until  1837.  and  thereafter  at 
various  towns  along  the  Mississippi  river  In 
Iowa.  After  his  return  to  Ohio  he  developed  a 
fine  farm  estate  in  Carroll  County,  his  farm 
property,  in  Lee  Township,  having  comprised 
somewhat  more  than  360  acres.  In  his  youth  he 
assisted  In  constructing  a bridge  across  the  Ohio 
river  at  Brownsville,  Pennsylvania,  and  both  in 
Ohio  and  the  West  he  did  a large  amount  of 
constructive  work  at  his  trade.  He  died  on  the 
11th  of  July,  1801,  his  wife  having  passed  away 
on  the  3d  of  the  preceding  September.  Their 
marriage  occurred  August  10,  1843,  Mrs.  Noble 
having  been  born  in  Pennsylvania,  October  31, 
1809,  a daughter  of  Job  and  Rebecca  (Kelley) 
Tripp,  of  Cannonsburg,  that  state.  In  politics 
Mr.  Noble  was  a democrat,  but  was  not  strongly 
partisan  in  connection  with  local  affairs  of  pub- 
lic order.  Both  he  and  his  wife  held  member- 
ship in  the  Preetoyterlan  Church,  and  they  were 
kindly,  generous  and  upright  folk  who  com- 
manded the  high  regard  of  all  who  knew  them. 

James  Noble  found  the  period  of  bis  child- 
hood and  youth  compassed  by  the  invigorating 
environment  and  discipline  of  the  home  farm, 
and  in  the  meanwhile  he  did  not  neglect  the  ad- 
vantages offered  in  the  local  schools.  He  has 
remained  continuously  on  the  old  homestead, 
153  acres  of  which  he  received  as  a heritage 
from  his  parents,  and  this  farm  is  the  stage  of 
his  activities  as  an  agriculturist  and  stock- 
raiser.  A considerable  acreage  of  excellent  tim- 
ber remains  on  the  farm,  and  of  the  rest 
meadows  and  pasture  land  take  up  all  but 
thirty  acres,  which  latter  area  is  given  to  agri- 
culture. In  addition  to  managing  his  farm  Mr. 
Noble  has  given  more  or  less  attention  to  work 
at  the  carpenter’s  trade  for  a long  period  of 
years.  He  is  aligned  in  the  local  ranks  of  the 
democratic  party,  has  served  as  a member  of 
the  election  board,  and  has  shown  lively  inter- 
est in  the  communal  welfare.  Both  he  and  his 
wife  hold  membership  In  the  Methodist  Episco- 
pal Church. 

May  28,  1801,  marked  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Noble  to  Miss  Susan  Lawrence,  who  was  born 
and  reared  in  Lee  Township  and  who  is  a daugh- 
ter of  James  and  Jane  (Plant)  Lawrence,  na- 
tives of  Ireland  and  early  settlers  in  Carroll 
County.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Noble  have  three  chil- 
dren : Grover  C.,  who  is  now  associated  in  the 

work  and  management  of  the  home  farm,  was 
one  of  the  sterling  young  men  who  represented 
Carroll  County  in  the  nation’s  military  service 
in  the  World  war.  In  June.  1018,  he  became 
a member  of  Company  B,  Three  Hundred  and 
Ninth  Engineers,  and  with  his  command  he 
sailed  for  France  in  the  following  September. 
He  remained  in  active  service  in  France  until 
the  armistice  brought  hostilities  to  a close,  and 


returned  to  his  native  land  in  June,  1919. 
Gladys,  the  only  daughter,  is  the  wife  of  Ed- 
ward Griffith,  of  Burgoon,  Ohio,  and  they  have 
two  children,  James  Joseph  and  Helen  Lucile. 
James  Paul,  the  youngest  of  the  three  children, 
remains  with  his  parents  on  the  home  farm. 

H.  Worthington  Bihney  has  brought  to  bear 
both  practical  experience  and  scientific  methods 
In  connection  with  farm  Industry,  and  Is  today 
numbered  among  the  progressive  and  representa- 
tive agriculturists  and  stock-growers  of  Monroe 
Tow'nship.  Harrison  County,  where  he  owns  a 
well-improved  farm  of  100  acres,  this  place  be- 
ing adjacent  to  the  old  homestead  farm  on 
which  he  was  born  and  the  date  of  his  nativity 
having  been  October  11,  1867.  He  is  a son  of 
William  Alexander  Biroey  and  Emma  (Spiker) 
Birney,  the  former  of  whom  was  born  on  the 
farm  now  occupied  by  his  son,  H.  Worthington 
Birney.  of  this  review,  and  the  mother  was  born 
in  Cadiz  Township,  a sister  of  Marion  W. 
Spiker,  In  whose  personal  sketch,  on  other  pages 
of  this  work,  are  given  adequate  data  concern- 
ing the  Spiker  family.  Hugh  and  Anna 
(Reynolds)  Birney,  grandparents  of  the  subject 
of  this  sketch,  were  pioneers  of  Monroe  Town- 
ship, where  the  grandfather  entered  180  acres 
of  Government  land.  In  the  year  1826.  and  where 
he  reclaimed  a productive  farm  from  the  forest 
wilds.  The  Government  deed  to  this  property, 
signed  by  President  John  Quincy  Adams,  is 
still  In  the  possession  of  the  family  and  is  a 
valued  heirloom.  Hugh  and  Anna  Birney  were 
members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  and 
were  honored  and  venerable  pioneer  citizens  at 
the  time  of  their  deaths.  They  became  the 
parents  of  five  children — William  Alexander, 
Reynolds,  Robert,  Jane  and  Joanna. 

William  A.  Birney  was  reared  to  manhood 
on  the  pioneer  farm,  received  the  advantages 
of  the  common  schools  of  the  locality  and  pe- 
riod and  continued  his  residence  on  the  an- 
cestral farmstead  until  1894,  when  he  removed 
to  the  state  of  Iowa,  where  his  wife  died  in 
the  following  year  and  where  he  continued  his 
residence  until  his  death,  In  1915,  when  well  ad- 
vanced In  years.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Birney  were 
earnest  members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church.  Concerning  their  children  the  follow- 
ing brief  data  are  available:  H.  Worthington, 

of  this  sketch,  Is  the  eldest  of  the  number:  Ma- 
rion Lafayette  died  in  young  manhood;  Frank 
Howard  died  in  early  youth;  Earl  J.  resides 
at  Washington,  Iowa ; Robert  N.  died  In  child- 
hood: Homer  Clare  is  a resident  of  Washing- 
ton, Iowa ; Anna  Elizabeth  is  the  wife  of  Har- 
vey Finney  and  they  reside  at  Ainsworth,  Iowa ; 
and  Clyde  resides  at  Washington,  that  state. 

H.  Worthington  Birney  supplemented  the 
training  of  the  district  schools  by  attending 
Sclo  College,  one  of  the  excellent  educational 
institutions  of  Harrison  County,  and  thereafter 
he  was  for  one  year  a student  in  the  agricul- 
tural department  of  the  Ohio  State  University. 
On  the  21st  of  September,  1893,  he  was  united 
In  marriage  to  Miss  Cora  Rosena  Jobe,  daugh- 
ter of  Richard  Watson  Jobe  and  Sarah  Jane 
(Pettis)  Jobe.  Mrs.  Birney  received  her  educa- 
tion at  Scio  College  and  at  Ohio  Wesleyan  Uni- 
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versity.  Since  their  marriage  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Birney  have  continued  their  residence  on  the  old 
Birney  homestead  farm,  which  he  has  made  a 
center  of  vigorous  and  successful  agricultural 
and  live-stock  enterprise  and  which  is  one  of 
the  model  farms  of  Monroe  Township.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Birney  have  no  children.  They  are  mem- 
bers of  the  Plum  Run  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  are  popular  factors  in  the  representa- 
tive social  life  of  their  home  community,  and 
Mrs.  Birney  is  a member  of  the  women’s  aux- 
iliary of  the  Sons  of  Veterans,  her  father  hav- 
ing been  a gallant  soldier  of  the  Union  in  the 
Civil  war.  in  which  his  record  was  virtually 
that  that  marks  the  general  history  of  his  regi- 
ment, the  Fifty-Second  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry, 
in  which  he  was  a member  of  Company  G. 
Richard  W.  Jobe,  father  of  Mrs.  Birney,  was 
born  near  Kansas  City,  Missouri,  and  his  wife 
was  born  at  Deersville,  Harrison  County,  Ohio, 
a daughter  of  Robert  and  Sarah  (Hout)  Pet- 
tis, the  former  a native  of  the  Isle  of  Wight, 
England,  and  the  latter  of  the  state  of  Vir- 
ginia. Richard  W.  Jobe  became  one  of  the 
representative  farmers  of  Franklin  Township, 
Harrison  County,  where  his  death  occurred  In 
1912,  and  his  widow  still  maintains  her  home 
in  this  county.  Mr.  Jobe  was  a son  of  John  and 
Catherine  (Miser)  Jobe,  members  of  families 
whose  names  early  became  identified  with  the 
history  of  eastern  Ohio.  He  was  a zealous 
member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  as 
is  also  his  widow.  Of  their  two  children  Mrs. 
Birney  is  the  elder,  and  Mary  Lenore  is  a 
successful  teacher  in  the  city  of  New  York. 

Enos  Croxton,  now  living  retired  in  the  city 
of  Carrollton.  Is  one  of  the  most  venerable  of 
the  native  sons  of  Carroll  County  still  residing 
within  its  borders,  and  is  a representative  of 
one  of  the  sterling  pioneer  families  of  this  sec- 
tion of  the  state.  He  was  born  in  Washington 
Township,  this  county,  March  13,  1844,  and  still 
owns  the  fine  old  homestead  place  on  which  he 
was  ushered  into  the  world.  He  is  a son  of 
William  and  Mary  (McGee)  Croxton,  the  for- 
mer of  whom  was  born  near  Croxton’s  Run, 
West  Virginia,  in  1800,  and  the  latter  of  whom 
was  born  in  old  Jefferson  County.  Ohio,  in  1803. 
William  Croxton  was  a son  of  William.  Sr.,  who 
came  with  his  family  to  what  Is  now  Carroll 
County,  Ohio,  in  1812.  and  settled  in  Center 
Township,  where  he  took  up  about  320  acres 
of  Government  land  and  began  the  reclaiming 
of  a farm  from  the  virgin  forest.  He  and  his 
wife  had  separated  before  she  came  to  Ohio  and 
he  was  accompanied  by  his  six  children — Sam- 
uel. Elizabeth,  Abraham,  John,  William  and 
Mary  Jane.  This  sturdy  pioneer  never  con- 
tracted a second  marriage  and  he  passed  the 
closing  years  of  his  life  in  the  home  of  his 
daughter  Mary,  Mrs.  Russell,  in  Fox  Township, 
Carroll  County. 

William  Croxton,  Jr.,  was  twelve  years  of  age 
at  the  time  of  the  family  removal  to  Ohio,  and 
he  was  reared  under  the  conditions  and  influ- 
ences of  the  early  pioneer  days.  On  what  is 
now  known  as  the  Hervey  farm,  in  Center  Town- 
ship, he  established  the  first  pottery  In  Car- 
roll  County,  and  thus  became  the  pioneer  in  an 


industry  that  has  become  one  of  primary  im- 
portance in  this  section  of  the  Buckeye  State. 
He  continued  in  the  pottery  business  five  years, 
and  after  having  made  a trip  to  the  city  of 
Washington,  D.  C.,  he  purchased  eighty  acres 
of  land  in  Carroll  County  and  engaged  in  the 
buying  of  live  stock,  principally  cattle,  which 
he  drove  across  the  mountains  to  the  eastern 
markets.  In  Washington  Township  he  gradu- 
ally added  to  his  landed  holdings  until  he  ac- 
cumulated a tract  of  240  acres,  which  he  devel- 
oped into  a productive  farm  and  upon  which  he 
continued  to  reside  until  about  two  years  prior 
to  his  death,  these  final  years  having  been 
passed  In  the  home  of  his  daughter  Elvira  (Mrs. 
DeFord)  and  that  of  his  son  Isaac,  in  the  state 
of  Kansas,  where  his  death  occurred  when  he 
was  venerable  in  years.  His  wife  died  on  the 
old  homestead  in  Washington  Township,  in  1845. 
when  their  son  Enos,  of  this  review,  was  about 
one  year  old.  In  politics,  with  well  fortified 
convictions,  William  Croxton  was  allied  with 
the  know-nothing  party  during  the  period  of  Its 
maximum  influence,  and  later  he  allied  himself 
with  the  republican  party,  at  the  tim^  of  Its 
organization.  In  the  period  leading  up  to  the 
Civil  war  he  was  a staunch  abolitionist,  and 
served  as  a conductor  on  the  historic  “under- 
ground railroad,”  through  the  medium  of  which 
many  slaves  were  assisted  to  freedom.  He  was 
affiliated  with  the  Masonic  fraternity  and  he 
and  his  wife  were  earnest  members  of  the  Meth- 
odist Episcopal  Church.  They  became  the  par- 
ents of  nine  children — John,  Mary,  Sylvester. 
Adaline,  Shadrack,  Elvira,  Lydia,  Isaac  and 
Enos. 

Enos  Croxton  was  reared  on  the  old  home 
farm  and  acquired  his  early  education  in  the 
common  schools  of  the  locality  and  period.  He 
eventually  became  the  owner  or  the  fine  old 
homestead  farm,  in  Washington  Township,  and 
the  same  was  the  stage  of  his  successful  ac- 
tivities as  an  agriculturist  and  stock-grower 
from  his  youth  until  1901,  when  he  removed  to 
Carrollton,  where  he  has  since  lived  retired. 
He  and  his  wife  were  formerly  active  In  the 
affairs  of  the  Grange,  both  are  zealous  mem- 
bers of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and  he 
is  a republican  in  politics. 

In  December,  1865,  Mr.  Croxton  was  united 
in  marriage  to  Miss  Martha  Campbell,  who  was 
born  in  Harrison  Township,  Carroll  County,  in 
1843,  a daughter  of  James  R.  and  Catherine 
(Huston)  Campbell,  pioneer  settlers  of  this 
county,  where  they  continued  to  reside  until 
their  deaths.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Croxton  have  three 
sons:  Leonard  L.,  born  January  1.  1866,  mar- 

ried Miss  Margaret  Figley,  and  they  had  two 
children — Myrtle,  who  is  the  wife  of  Ralph  May 
and  has  one  child.  Marguerite;  and  William, 
who  is  married  and  has  two  sons.  Leonard  L. 
Croxton  died  in  1894.  William  N„  born  In  1868. 
was  graduated  in  the  normal  school  at  Ada. 
Ohio,  and  at  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  went 
to  New  York  City,  where  he  entered  the  employ 
of  James  A.  Cowen,  a leading  contractor  and 
builder,  with  whom  he  is  now  associated  as  a 
partner,  under  the  firm  name  of  James  A. 
Cowen  & Company.  He  is  married  and  has  one 
child.  Austin  E.,  who  was  born  in  1879,  was 
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afforded  the  advantages  of  Mount  Union  Col- 
lege, and  thereafter  remained  on  the  old  home 
farm  for  six  years.  For  a number  of  years 
thereafter  he  was  employed  In  the  city  of  Cleve- 
land, and  since  1911  he  has  conducted  an  auto- 
mobile garage  at  Carrollton.  He  married  Miss 
Ida  Ellis  and  they  have  two  children — Wilevene 
and  Durglet. 

Ernest  S.  Patterson.  One  of  the  specially 
gratifying  conditions  to  be  noted  in  Carroll 
County  is  that  a goodly  contingent  of  ambitious 
and  steadfast  native  sons  of  the  younger  gen- 
eration are  giving  their  admirable  energies  to 
the  furtherance  of  the  agricultural  and  livestock 
Industries  of  the  county,  and  of  this  number  is 
Mr.  Patterson,  whose  excellent  farm,  of  eighty 
acres,  is  situated  in  Lee  Township.  He  was 
born  in  Perry  Township,  this  county,  on  the 
26th  of  October,  1882,  and  is  a son  of  John  and 
Addie  S.  (Amos)  Patterson.  John  Patterson 
likewise  was  bom  In  Perry  Township,  a son  of 
John  and  Elizabeth  (McMillen)  Patterson,  who 
were  natives  of  Scotland  and  who  became  early 
settlers  in  Perry  Township,  where  John  Pat- 
terson, Sr.,  obtained  Government  land  and  re- 
claimed a farm  from  his  forest  wilds  that  then 
marked  this  section  of  the  state.  John  Pat- 
terson, Jr.,  was  reared  on  this  pioneer  farm  and 
on  the  place  has  continued  to  reside  until  the 
present  time,  his  being  secure  status  as  one  of 
the  representative  farmers  of  his  native  county 
and  as  one  of  the  honored  citizens  of  Perry 
Township.  He  was  bom  in  the  year  1857  and 
his  wife,  who  was  bom  in  1859,  passed  to  the 
life  eternal  in  February.  1916.  John  Patterson 
held  membership  in  the  United  Brethren  Church, 
as  did  also  his  wife.  Of  the  children  the  eldest 
1 8 Bessie,  who  is  the  wife  of  James  Logan,  of 
Perry  Township;  Ernest  8..  of  this  review,  was 
the  next  in  order  of  birth:  Sophia  is  the  wife 
of  Harry  Smeltz,  of  Perry  Township;  Albert  is 
engaged  in  farm  enterprise  in  that  township: 
Anna  is  the  wife  of  Ray  TJmpleby,  of  Perry  - 
ville.  this  county:  and  ,T.  M.  remains  with  his 
father  on  the  old  home  farm. 

The  career  of  Ernest  S.  Patterson  has  not 
been  marked  by  dramatic  incidents  but  has 
been  normal  and  regular,  earnest  and  progres- 
sive. As  a boy  and  youth  he  aided  in  the  work 
of  the  home  farm  and  profited  by  the  advan- 
tages offered  in  the  district  schools.  By  the 
very  discipline  which  came  to  him  in  the  forma- 
tive period  of  his  character,  he  became  well 
fortified  for  the  work  that  has  engrossed  his 
attention  during  his  independent  career.  He 
has  proved  himself  a practical  and  resourceful 
farmer  and  takes  pride  in  his  continued  associa- 
tion with  the  basic  Industries  which  are  the 
most  important  in  the  entire  scheme  of  human 
activities.  His  marriage  occurred  in  the  year 
1906  and  shortly  afterward  he  and  his  wife  es- 
tablished their  home  on  the  old  home  farm  of 
the  latter’s  parents,  in  Lee  Township.  After 
the  death  of  Mr.  Wenner,  father  of  Mrs.  Patter- 
son. Mr.  Patterson  purchased  the  well-improved 
farm,  and  here  he  has  continued  his  successful 
activities  as  a vigorous  and  careful  agricultur- 
ist and  stock-grower.  His  high  standing  in  the 
community  is  indicated  by  the  fact  that  at  the 


time  of  this  writing  he  is  serving  as  chairman 
of  the  board  of  trustees  of  Lee  Township.  He 
and  his  wife  hold  membership  in  the  United 
Brethren  Church. 

February  7,  1906,  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Patterson  to  Miss  Minnie  O.  Wenner,  who 
was  born  on  the  farm  which  is  their  present 
place  of  residence  and  who  is  a daughter  of 
John  and  Rebecca  (Slate)  Wenner,  the  former 
a native  of  Pennsylvania  and  the  latter  of 
Perry  Township,  Carroll  County.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Patterson  have  a fine  family  of  seven  children — 
John,  Loren,  Addle,  Elva,  Scott,  Mary  and  Rena. 

Nelson  Orwick:  owns  and  resides  upon  the 
“Fairview  Stock  Farm,”  which  comprises  222 
acres  and  which  is  situated  in  section  16.  Lee 
Township,  Carroll  County.  This  now  valuable 
and  productive  farm,  the  former  home  of  Doctor 
Moody,  had  been  permitted  to  run  down  and 
was  in  somewhat  Inferior  condition  when  Mr. 
Orwick  assumed  ownership.  Under  his  vigorous 
and  effective  management  the  soil  has  regained 
its  prestine  integrity,  buildings  have  been 
placed  In  good  condition,  f^nd  other  Improve- 
ments have  been  made,  with  the  result  that  the 
place  is  now  one  of  the  best  farms  of  this  sec- 
tion of  Carroll  County. 

Nelson  Orwick  was  born  in  Fox  Township, 
this  county,  on  the  4th  of  July,  1867,  and  is  a 
scion  of  pioneer  stock  in  both  the  paternal  and 
maternal  lines.  He  is  a son  of  Henry  and  Mar- 
garet (Maple)  Orwick,  the  former  of  whom  was 
bom  in  Springfield  Township,  Jefferson  County, 
and  the  latter  in  Washington  Township.  Carroll 
County,  and  Mrs.  Orwick  was  a daughter  of 
Ezekiel  Maple,  who  was  an  early  settler  in 
Washington  Township.  Henry  Orwick  passed 
his  entire  life  In  Jefferson  and  Carroll  counties 
and  was  a farmer  by  vocation.  His  wife  died 
February  28,  1915,  at  the  age  of  seventy-eight: 
he  still  survives  at  the  ripe  old  age  of  ninety- 
three. 

In  the  district  schools  of  his  native  township 
Nelson  Orwick  continued  his  studies  until  he 
was  fourteen  years  of  age,  when  he  became  In 
large  measure  dependent  upon  his  own  resources. 
He  continued  to  be  employed  at  farm  work  the 
greater  part  of  the  time  until  his  marriage, 
though  his  services  were  frequently  enlisted 
also  in  carpenter  work,  in  which  he  had  acquired 
marked  skill.  After  his  marriage,  in  the  spring 
of  1889.  he  rented  a farm  in  Center  Township, 
but  one  year  later  he  removed  to  a farm  In  Lee 
Township,  where  he  continued  operations  four 
years.  For  five  years  thereafter  he  was  simi- 
larly engaged  in  Fox  Township,  and  the  next 
seven  years  he  farmed  on  rented  land  In  Lee 
Township.  He  then  purchased  a farm  of  155 
acres  in  that  township,  but  three  years  later  he 
sold  this  property  and  purchased  his  present 
fine  farm  estate,  which  he  has  made  the  stage 
of  vigorous  and  successful  agricultural  and  live- 
stock industry.  Mr.  Orwick  has  been  at  all 
times  loyal  and  public-spirited  as  a citizen,  has 
supi>ortod  measures  and  enterprises  advanced 
for  the  general  good  of  the  community,  is  a 
republican  in  politics,  and  he  served  four  years 
as  township  trustee  of  Lee  Township,  in  which 
capacity  he  made  a record  notable  for  support

of  progressive  and  careful  administration  of 
township  and  county  affairs.  He  and  his  wife 
are  members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  at 
Harlem  Springs,  Ohio,  and  he  has  served  as 
trustee  and  also  as  treasurer  of  the  same. 

On  the  28th  of  March,  1889,  was  solemnised 
the  marriage  of  Mr.  Orwick  to  Miss  Laura  B. 
George,  who  was  born  in  Lee  Township,  this 
county,  on  the  6th  of  February,  1869,  a daugh- 
ter of  James  and  Martha  (Potts)  George,  the 
former  a native  of  Lee  Township  and  the  latter 
of  Fox  Township.  James  George  became  one  of 
the  representative  farmers  of  his  native  county 
and  here  he  and  his  wife  remained  until  their 
deaths.  His  parents.  Thomas  and  Jennie  (Ma- 
ple) George,  werd  pioneer  settlers  in  Carroll 
County,  and  his  wife  was  a daughter  of  David 
and  Rachel  (Wiggins)  George,  likewise  repre- 
sentatives of  well  known  pioneer  families  of  this 
section  of  Ohio,  Mrs.  Rachel  (Wiggins)  Potts 
having  been  born  in  Lee  Township,  a daughter 
of  Isaac  and  Rachel  (Green)  Wiggins,  whose 
marriage  was  solemnized  in  Pennsylvania. 
Isaac  Wiggins  was  born  in  Chester  County, 
that  state,  in  1781,  and  he  continued  to  work 
at  the  carpenter’9  trade  in  his  native  state  the 
greater  part  of  the  time  after  attaining  ma- 
turity until  the  year  1819,  when  he  came  with 
his  family  across  the  mountains  of  Pennsyl- 
vania to  what  is  now  Carroll  County,  Ohio, 
where  he  obtained  a tract  of  wild  land  in  the 
present  Fox  Township.  He  not  only  developed 
a productive  frontier  farm  but  also  had  the 
distinction  of  becoming  the  founder  of  the  pres- 
ent attractive  village  of  Harlem  Springs,  which 
has  long  been  an  educational  center  in  Carroll 
County.  He  platted  this  village  about  the  year 
1832,  and  there  he  served  a number  of  years  as 
postmaster  and  justice  of  the  peace,  besides 
which  In  the  early  days  he  was  a pioneer  phy- 
sician of  the  county.  He  was  one  of  the  influ- 
ential citizens  of  his  day  and  for  a term  of 
years  conducted  an  old-time  inn  or  tavern  at 
Harlem  Springs.  There  his  death  occurred 
August  16,  1849.  and  his  widow  passed  away  in 
the  year  1862,  at  a venerable  age.  They  became 
the  parents  of  three  sons  and  three  daughters, 
all  of  whom  are  now  deceased — Thomas.  Abel, 
George  W.,  Sarah  R..  Rachel  (Mrs.  David 
Potts)  and  Eliza  Anne, 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Orwick  have  two  sons:  James, 
Ralph,  who  was  born  January  28,  1890,  and 
who  is  now  associated  in  the  work  and  man- 
agement of  his  father’s  farm,  represented  Car- 
roll  County  in  the  nation’s  service  at  the  time 
of  the  late  World  war.  He  enlisted  in  the  avia- 
tion corps,  at  Cleveland,  July  30.  1917.  and  his 
exceptional  mechanical  skill  soon  gained  him 
promotion  to  the  position  of  instructor  in  the 
Aviation  Mechanic  Training  School  at  St.  Paul, 
Minnesota.  He  continued  his  services  until  the 
signing  of  the  historic  armistice  which  brought 
active  hostilities  to  a close  and  after  receiving 
his  honorable  discharge  he  returned  to  the 
parental  home.  Clay  Roy,  the  younger  son.  was 
born  May  6,  1892,  and  he  is  engaged  in  farm 
enterprise  In  Lee  Township.  He  married  Miss 
Alice  Ruby  Shotwell  and  they  have  two  fine 
children,  a son  John  Nelson  and  a daughter 
Elma  Louise. 


Frank  C.  Borland.  Carroll  County  is  a great 
agricultural  district,  and  here  are  valuable 
farm 8 owned  and  operated  by  first-class  farmers 
who  understand  their  business  and  are  proud 
of  the  prestige  of  this  region.  One  of  them 
is  Frank  C.  Borland,  a representative  man  of 
Center  Township,  whose  fine  farm  of  186  acres 
of  land  is  located  in  Center  and  Harrison 
townships.  He  was  born  in  Monroe  Township, 
this  county,  February  1,  1866,  a son  of  Wash- 
ington and  Magdalena  (Easterday)  Borland,  of 
Irish-Scotch  ancestry.  The  grandfather,  Sam- 
uel Borland,  married  a Miss  Little,  and  they 
came  to  Harrison  County  from  Westmoreland 
County,  Pennsylvania.  They  had  three  chil- 
dren, of  whom  Washington  Borland  was  the 
second  in  order  of  birth.  Washington  Borland 
spent  his  entire  life  In  Harrison  and  Carroll 
counties,  where  he  was  engaged  in  farming. 
His  death  occurred  In  September,  1904.  he  sur- 
viving his  wife  for  some  years,  as  she  died  in 
1895.  In  politics  he  was  a democrat,  and  at 
one  time  was  township  trustee. 

Frank  C.  Borland  attended  the  Glendale 
School  of  Monroe  Township  until  he  was  seven- 
teen years  old  during  the  winter  months,  and 
during  the  summer  ones  he  made  himself  useful 
on  the  farm.  On  May  19,  1909,  he  was  married 
to  Mary  Elizabeth  Harple,  a daughter  of  Peter 
H.  and  Isabelle  Jane  (Young)  Harple,  of  Har- 
rison Tow’nship,  and  of  German-Irish  ancestry. 
Peter  Harple.  Mrs.  Borland’s  grandfather,  mar- 
ried Christina  Hawk,  and  they  had  five  chil- 
dren, of  whom  her  father  was  second  in  order 
of  birth.  The  Harple  family  came  to  Ohio  from 
Pennsylvania. 

Following  his  marriage  Mr.  Borland  located 
on  his  present  farm,  which  then  contained 
sixty-five  acres  and  to  which  he  later  added 
more  land.  Here  he  is  carrying  on  general 
farming  and  stock-raising.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bor- 
land have  two  children:  Lloyd  Franklin  and 

Clare  Ethel.  His  political  convictions  lead  him 
to  give  his  support  to  the  candidates  of  the 
democratic  party.  The  Presbyterian  Church  af- 
fords both  he  and  his  wife  expression  for  re- 
ligious faith  and  he  has  long  been  a member  of 
that  denomination.  In  his  farm  work  Mr.  Bor- 
land shows  the  effect  of  practical  training  and 
concentration  in  his  work,  and  his  success  ought 
to  stimulate  others  to  follow  his  example  and 
devote  themselves  to  agricultural  activities. 

Harry  W.  Maple,  whose  fine  farm  of  160 
acres  is  situated  in  Lee  Township.  Carroll 
County,  is  a native  of  this  township  and  a 
popular  representative  of  a family  whose  name 
has  been  long  and  worthily  identified  with  the 
history  of  this  favored  section  of  the  Buckeye 
state. 

Harry  Winters  Maple  was  born  March  3,  1866, 
and  is  a son  of  James  and  Henrietta  (Lotts) 
Maple,  the  former  of  whom  was  likewise  born 
in  Lee  Township  and  the  latter  in  Union  Town- 
ship, a daughter  of  Henry  and  Phoebe  (John- 
son) Lotts,  her  father  having  been  a native  of 
Germany  and  a pioneer  settler  in  Carroll 
County.  Mrs.  Mary  (Moody)  Maple’s  parents 
were  among  the  very  first  settlers  in  Lee  Town- 
ship. and  both  the  Maple  and  Johnson  families 
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have  been  prominent  factors  in  the  civic  and 
industrial  development  and  progress  of  Carroll 
County,  with  pioneer  honors  like  those  of  the 
Moody  and  Lotts  families.  James  Maple  be- 
came one  of  the  successful  farmers  of  Carroll 
County,  where  he  originally  had  a farm  in  Lee 
Township,  whence  he  removed  to  a farm  In 
Union  Township,  where  his  son  Harry  W.  of 
this  sketch  passed  the  major  part  of  his  child- 
hood and  youth,  his  early  education  having 
been  obtained  mainly  in  the  district  school 
known  as  the  Foot  school.  James  Maple  was 
one  of  the  sterling  and  influential  men  of  the 
county  and  served  many  years  as  a member  of 
the  board  of  directors  of  the  county  infirmary. 
He  was  a republican  in  politics  and  was  an  ac- 
tive member  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church, 
as  is  also  his  widow,  who  now  resides  at  Carroll- 
ton. Of  the  children  the  first  born  was  Edwin, 
who  is  deceased ; J.  W.  is  a farmer  in  Lee  Town- 
ship: Harry  W.,  of  this  review,  was  the  next  in 
order  of  birth:  Flora  is  the  wife  of  George 
Ray,  of  Carrollton;  Anna  Is  the  wife  of  Jacob 
Allen,  of  Alliance,  Stark  County:  Ella  Is  the 
wife  of  Stewart  Hess,  of  Union  Township; 
John  Is  a resident  of  the  city  of  Alliance:  Ger- 
trude is  the  wife  of  Martin  Southern,  of  Car- 
rollton; and  Perry  maintains  his  home  at  Al- 
liance. 

Harry  W.  Maple  continued  to  be  associated 
with  the  activities  of  his  father’s  farm  until 
the  time  of  his  marriage,  in  1891,  and  he  then 
rented  a farm  in  Center  Township.  One  year 
later  he  removed  to  a farm  In  Lee  Township, 
where  he  continued  his  activities  six  years,  the 
following  year  having  been  passed  on  a farm 
in  Loudon  Township.  He  then,  In  1900.  pur- 
chased his  present  farm,  upon  which  he  has 
made  excellent  Improvements.  Including  the  par- 
tial remodeling  of  the  substantial  old  brick 
house  that  has  long  stood  on  the  place.  He 
is  numbered  among  the  vigorous  and  successful 
exponents  of  agricultural  and  live-stock  Indus- 
try in  his  native  county.  His  political  alle- 
giance is  given  to  the  republican  party  and 
while  he  has  had  no  ambition  for  public  office 
his  civic  loyalty  has  been  shown  in  his  effective 
service  as  a member  of  the  school  board  of  his 
district.  He  is  affiliated  with  the  local  Grange 
of  the  Patrons  of  Husbandry  and  holds  member- 
ship In  the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  as  did 
also  his  wife,  who  passed  to  the  life  eternal  on 
the  28th  of  October,  1912. 

The  year  1891  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Maple  to  Miss  Rena  Maude  George,  who  was 
born  and  reared  in  Lee  Township  and  who  was 
a daughter  of  James  L.  George,  a representa- 
tive of  another  of  the  sterling  pioneer  families 
of  Carroll  County.  Mrs.  Maple  Is  survived  by 
five  children : Mearle  is  the  wife  of  Albert  R. 
Rutledge,  of  Lee  Township;  Martha  Is  the  wife 
of  James  Ohler.  of  East  Palestine.  Columbiana 
County;  Nellie  is  the  wife  of  Oscar  Ohler,  of 
Fox  Township,  Carroll  County ; and  James 
Harry,  and  Wilda  remain  at  the  paternal  home. 

Frank  Jenkins  Is  one  of  the  vital  and  pro- 
gressive young  men  who  are  making  splendid 
record  in  connection  with  farm  Industry  In 
Harrison  County,  and  the  stage  of  his  activities 


being  an  excellent  farm  of  153  acres,  In  his  na- 
tive township  of  Washington.  * He  was  born  on 
his  father’s  farm  in  Washington  Township  on 
the  13th  of  October,  1889,  and  IS  a son  of  James 
A.  and  Emma  Linda  (Davidson)  Jenkins,  the 
former  of  whom  was  born  In  Washington  Town- 
ship on  the  4th  of  February,  1868,  and  the  lat- 
ter in  Freeport  Township,  a daughter  of  Bart- 
lett and  Mary  Jane  (Baker)  Davidson.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  James  A.  Jenkins  reside  on  the  old 
homestead  farm  of  the  former’s  father,  in 
Washington  Township,  where  he  Is  the  owner 
of  a valuable  landed  estate  of  about  900  acres 
and  where  he  has  long  held  prestige  as  one  of 
the  representative  agriculturists  and  stock- 
growers  of  his  native  county.  He  is  a republican 
in  political  allegiance  and  he  and  his  wife  hold 
membership  in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 
Of  their  children  Frank  is  the  eldest;  Nannie 
is  the  wife  of  Dent  Webb  and  they  reside  at 
Akron,  Summit  County;  Alice  is  the  wife  of 
Paul  Mallernee,  of  Harrison  County;  and  Fred- 
erick M.  and  Clarence  W.  remain  at  the  par- 
ental home.  Clarence  W.  Jenkins  represented 
this  honored  family  and  his  native  county  as  a 
gallant  young  soldier  of  the  nation  in  the  late 
World  war.  On  the  26th  of  December,  1917,  he 
enlisted  in  the  aviation  service,  and  was  sent 
to  Kelly  Field,  in  the  state  of  Texas.  Later  he 
received  two  months  of  technical  instruction  in 
Carnegie  Institute,  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania, 
after  which  he  returned  to  Kelly  Field,  where 
be  remained  until  May  25,  1918.  In  the  follow- 
ing month  he  sailed  for  England,  where  he 
landed.  In  the  port  of  Liverpool,  on  the  6th  of 
July.  He  passed  six  weeks  at  Winchester, 
England,  and  then  proceeded  to  France,  where 
he  was  assigned  to  service  as  a mechanician 
with  the  Twentieth  Air  Squadron  of  the  Amer- 
ican Expeditionary  Forces.  With  his  squadron 
he  was  in  active  service  In  connection  with 
operations  at  the  front  during  a period  of  four 
and  one-half  months,  and  was  actively  concerned 
with  the  great  offensive  movements  of  St  MIhiel 
and  Argonne  sectors.  After  the  signing  of  the 
armistice  brought  the  war  to  a close  he  remained 
In  France  until  April  22,  1919,  when  he  sailed 
for  home.  At  Camp  Sherman,  Ohio,  he  received 
his  honorable  discharge  on  the  24th  of  May, 
1919. 

James  B.  Jenkins,  grandfather  of  him  whose 
name  Initiates  this  review,  was  born  in  Wash- 
ington Township,  Harrison  County,  December  5, 
1.819,  and  here  his  death  occurred  on  the  6th  of 
November,  1885.  He  was  a son  of  William  and 
Norn  (Morris)  Jenkins,  who  came  from  Nova 
Scotia,  Canada,  to  Ohio  and  who  established 
their  home  on  a pioneer  farm  In  Washington 
Township.  Harrison  County,  In  the  year  1814. 
They  became  the  parents  of  seven  children.  In 
18-19.  "t  the  time  of  the  memorable  discovery  of 
gold  in  California,  William  Jenkins,  in  company 
with  his  son  James  B.,  set  forth  with  a party 
to  make  his  way  across  the  plains  to  the  new 
Eldorado,  but  while  en  route  he  succumbed  to 
an  attack  of  cholera,  which  was  then  epidemic, 
his  wife  having  passed  away  on  the  8th  of  No- 
vember. 1842.  James  B.  Jenkins  continued  his 
way  to  California  after  the  death  of  his  father, 
and  was  successful  in  his  quest  for  gold.  Upon 
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his  return  to  Ohio  he  engaged  In  business,  but 
one  misfortune  fallowed  another  and  he  lost  all 
that  he  had  made  In  his  California  operations. 
Under  these  depressing  conditions  he  again  made 
his  way  to  California,  where  he  remained  for 
four  years  and  effectively  recouped  his  fortune. 
Upon  his  return  to  Harrison  County  he  pur- 
chased a large  tract  of  land,  and  this  he  devel- 
oped into  one  of  the  valuable  farm  properties 
of  the  county.  He  passed  the  remainder  of  his 
life  on  his  home  farm  and  his  death  occurred 
about  one  month  prior  to  his  sixty-sixth  birth- 
day anniversary.  He  was  a staunch  republican, 
a man  of  impregnable  integrity,  a loyal  and  pro- 
gressive citizen,  and  an  earnest  member  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  at  Tippecanoe,  in 
which  his  widow  likewise  maintained  member- 
ship until  her  death.  On  the  13th  of  February, 
1845,  Mr.  Jenkins  wedded  Miss  Nancy  Wright, 
of  Tuscarawas  County,  and  they  became  the 
parents  of  eight  children — Luira,  Margaret  J.f 
Alice  E.,  Sarah,  Hannah,  James  A.,  John  A.  B., 
and  Emma  L. 

In  his  individual  service  in  causing^  the  earth 
to  bring  forth  its  increase  Frank  Jenkins  has 
effectively  supplemented  and  extended  the  work 
of  his  honored  father  and  grandfather.  He  was 
reared  on  the  old  home  farm  and  gained  his 
youthful  education  in  the  schools  of  Washington 
township.  He  has  lived  continuously  in  his  na- 
tive township,  has  been  associated  actively  with 
farm  enterprise  from  his  boyhood  days,  and 
since  1912  he  has  owned  and  resided  upon  his 
present  well  improved  farm.  He  is  found 
aligned  in  the  ranks  of  the  republican  party  and 
he  and  his  wife  hold  membership  in  the  Meth- 
odist Episcopal  Church. 

In  1909  was  solemnized  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Jenkins  to  Miss  Mabel  L.  Mallernee,  daughter  of 
J.  G.  and  Alice  (Hefling)  Mallernee,  and  the 
four  children  of  this  union  are:  Merle.  Edith, 

Hazel  and  James. 

E.  Ross  Mattebn,  one  of  the  hardworking, 
steady  and  reliable  men  and  successful  farm- 
ers of  Harrison  County,  is  the  owner  of  sixty- 
four  acres  of  well  developed  farm  land  in  Archer 
Township.  He  was  born  in  Archer  Township  on 
April  27,  1872,  a son  of  John  Mattern  and  his 
wife  Margaret  (Leas)  Mattern,  grandson  of 
Abraham  and  Mary  (Brown)  Mattern,  and 
great-grandson  of  John  and  Nancy  (Tipton) 
Mattern,  the  latter  being  pioneers  of  Archer 
Township,  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  to  which  lo- 
cality they  came  from  Maryland. 

John  Mattern,  the  father  of  E.  Ross  Mattern, 
was  born  in  Green  Township.  Harrison  County, 
on  July  12,  1837,  and  his  wife,  also  a native  of 
Green  Township,  was  born  on  May  12,  1859,  a 
daughter  of  George  and  Mary  (Bream)  Leas. 
In  1866  John  Mattern  moved  to  Archer  Town- 
ship. where  he  and  his  wife  have  continued  to 
reside  ever  since,  their  farm  being  one  of  the 
excellent  ones  in  this  neighborhood,  and  com- 
prises 120  acres.  John  Mattern  has  always 
been  interested  In  general  farming  and  stock- 
raising.  His  children,  living  and  dead,  are  as 
follows:  J.  Finley,  a sketch  of  whom  appears 

elsewhere  in  this  volume;  Oscar  Orlando,  who 
died  at  the  age  of  fourteen  months;  E.  W.,  who 


was  third  in  order  of  birth;  Mary  Etta,  who 
married  William  Beaty;  E.  Ross,  whose  name 
heads  this  review;  and  John  H.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Mattern  are  devout  members  of  Bethel  Meth- 
odist Church  of  Green  Township,  and  have  been 
connected  with  it  for  about  fifty-eight  years, 
and  are  still  active  in  its  good  work. 

E.  Ross  Mattern  attended  the  district  schools 
of  Archer  Township,  and  was  brought  up  to 
habits  of  usefulness  and  thrift.  He  remained 
at  home  with  his  parents  until  his  marriage 
which  occurred  on  November  1,  1899,  when  he 
was  united  with  Flora  C.  Robb,  a daughter  of 
Samuel  and  Mollle  O.  Robb,  since  which  time  he 
has  been  residing  on  his  present  farm.  Mr. 
Mattern  has  erected  all  of  the  present  buildings 
and  made  the  other  improvements  and  is  nat- 
urally proud,  as  he  ought  to  be,  of  the  manner 
in  which  he  has  increased,  through  his  own 
hard  work  and  effective  planning,  the  value  of 
his  property.  Here  he  carries  on  general  farm- 
ing and  stockraising. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Mattern  have  one  daughter, 
Mary  Margaret.  Mrs.  Mattern  belongs  to  the 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Cadiz,  but  Mr.  Mattern 
does  not  belong  to  any  religious  organization, 
although  he  was  reared  a Methodist 

Thomas  F.  Reppart  concentrates  his  activi- 
ties as  a productive  exemplar  of  farm  industry 
on  one  of  the  fine  farm  properties  of  his  native 
township  and  is  a representative  of  a sterling 
pioneer  family  of  Harrison  County.  He  was 
born  in  Short  Creek  Township,  this  county,  on 
the  13th  of  November,  1858,  and  Is  a son  of 
William  S.  and  Nancy  (Smith)  Reppart.  the 
former  of  whom  was  born  in  Short  Creek  Town- 
ship, in  1830,  and  the  latter  in  Tuscarawas 
County,  this  state,  a daughter  of  John  Smith. 
The  marriage  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Reppart  was 
solemnized  November  15,  1855,  and  they  became 
the  parents  of  three  children — John  S.*  Thomas 
F.  and  Junius  L.  William  S.  Reppart  passed 
his  entire  life  in  Harrison  County  and  In  the 
house  which  was  the  place  of  his  birth,  his 
death  occurred  in  November,  1898,  his  widow 
having  passed  to  the  life  eternal  on  the  25th  of 
February,  1903,  and  having  been  a devout  mem- 
ber of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

William  S.  Reppart  was  a son  of  Daniel  Rep- 
part, who  was  born  in  Wales  in  the  year  1778, 
and  who  was  a young  man  when  he  came  to 
America  and  established  his  residence  in  the 
city  of  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania,  where  his 
first  marriage  occurred.  He  and  his  wife,  with 
their  four  or  more  children,  were  living  at 
Redding,  that  state,  when  there  came  a visita- 
tion of  yellow  fever,  of  which  the  wife  and  all 
except  one  of  the  children  were  victims,  the  one 
surviving  child.  Frederick  Jesse,  having  re- 
mained In  Pennsylvania  when  the  father  came 
to  Ohio,  and  trace  of  him  having  been  lost  in 
later  years  by  the  Ohio  representatives  of  the 
family.  In  1825  Daniel  Reppart  married  Miss 
Hannah  Stephens,  who  was  born  July  26.  1786, 
and  within  a short  time  after  their  marriage 
they  came  to  Ohio  and  numbered  themselves 
among  the  pioneer  settlers  of  Harrison  County, 
where  they  passed  the  remainder  of  their  lives, 
Mr.  Reppart  having  died  December  10,  1858.  and 
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his  wife  on  the  23d  of  the  preceding  May.  They 
became  the  parents  of  two  sons — David,  who 
was  bora  in  1826  and  whose  death  occurred 
May  28,  1887,  and  William  S.,  who  was  the  fa- 
ther of  Thomas  F.  of  this  sketch. 

William  S.  Reppart  was  reared  uncta*  the  con- 
ditions marking  the  pioneer  era  in  Cne  history 
of  Harrison  County,  and  profited  duly  by  the 
advantages  offered  in  the  common  schools  of 
the  period.  As  a young  man  he  learned  the 
trade  of  stone  mason,  and  as  a skilled  work- 
man at  the  same  he  assisted  in  the  building  of 
the  various  bridges  of  the  old-time  plank  road 
from  Cadiz  to  Adena.  He  found  much  demand 
for  his  services  as  a mason,  but  his  major  occu- 
pation was  that  of  farming  and  he  was  the 
owner  of  the  fine  old  homestead  farm  on  which 
he  was  born  and  on  which  his  death  occurred, 
as  previously  noted.  He  was  reared  in  the 
faith  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church. 

Thomas  F.  Reppart  looked  with  a character- 
istic boyish  favor,  or  disfavor,  upon  the  en- 
forced work  which  he  did  in  the  district  schools 
of  Short  Creek  Township,  but  he  made  good 
use  of  the  advantages  of  the  same  and  laid 
the  foundation  for  the  broad  and  valuable 
knowledge  which  he  has  later  gained  in  con- 
nection with  the  practical  duties  and  respon- 
sibilities of  a busy  and  successful  career.  When 
he  was  a lad  of  thirteen  years  he  began  work- 
ing by  the  month  on  a neighboring  farm,  and 
he  continued  to  be  thus  employed  until  he  was 
about  twenty-two  years  of  age.  when  he  initi- 
ated his  independent  career  as  a farmer.  His 
experience  and  his  alert  mentality  have  enabled 
him  to  direct  his  farm  operations  with  marked 
success  and  he  is  today  the  owner  of  a well 
improved  farm  of  145  acres,  in  Short  Creek 
Township.  On  this  attractive  homestead  he 
erected  the  present  modern  house,  which  is  sup- 
plied with  hot  and  cold  water,  the  water  being 
piped  from  a sparkling  hillside  spring  on  the 
farm.  He  is  one  of  the  progressive  agricultur- 
ists and  stock-growers  of  his  native  county  and 
is  one  of  the  substantial  and  public-spirited 
citizens  of  Short  Creek  Township.  He  and  his 
family  hold  membership  in  the  United  Presby- 
terian Church  at  Cadiz. 

On  the  9th  of  August,  1883,  was  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  Mr.  Reppart  to  Miss  Anna  M. 
Morgan,  a daughter  of  Dr.  John  and  Martha  E. 
(Yost)  Morgan,  of  Short  Creek  Township,  where 
Doctor  Morgan  was  for  a number  of  years  en- 
gaged in  practice  as  one  of  the  able  physicians 
and  surgeons  of  the  county  and  where,  in  later 
years,  he  gave  his  attention  principally  to  the 
management  of  his  farm.  Doctor  Morgan  died 
in  the  year  1904  and  his  widow  remains  on  the 
old  home  farm.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Reppert  became 
tbe  parents  of  nine  children — Lena  E.,  Kate  L., 
Carrie  Ellen,  John  W..  Leslie  S..  Frank  T., 
Ralph  G..  Roy  A.  and  Feme  E.  Lena  E.  Is  the 
wife  of  John  K.  Cummins;  Kate  L.  is  the  wife 
of  George  A.  Hilligas;  Carrie  Ellen,  who  became 
the  wife  of  Oliver  Haverfleld.  died  in  1914; 
John  W.  married  Miss  Helen  McCoy;  and  Leslie 
S.  married  Miss  Ruth  Johnson.  The  four 
younger  children  remain  at  the  parental  home. 
John  W.,  the  eldest  son.  was  one  of  the  loyal 
sons  of  Harrison  County  who  represented  Ohio 


in  the  nation’s  military  service  in  the  late  World 
war.  He  initiated  his  training  October  6,  1917, 
at  Camp  Sherman,  where  he  remained  until  the 
following  May,  when  he  left  the  camp  with  his 
command  and  crossed  the  Atlantic  Ocean  to  Join 
the  American  Expeditionary  Forces  in  France. 
He  landed  in  England  on  the  1st  of  June,  1918,  * 
and  thence  proceeded  to  France,  where  he  was 
in  service  with  the  Three  Hundred  and  Eighth 
Motor  Train  until  he  returned  to  his  native  land, 
his  arrival  on  American  soil  having  occurred  in 
July,  1919,  and  his  honorable  discharge  was 
granted  within  a short  time  thereafter,  at  Camp 
Sherman. 

Samuel  P.  Dunlap,  one  of  the  progressive 
farmers  of  the  younger  generation  in  Athens 
Township,  Harrison  County,  is  a son  of  William 
Finley  Dunlap,  of  whom  individual  mention  is 
made  on  other  pages  of  this  work,  so  that  a 
repetition  of  the  family  record  is  not  here 
required.  He  whose  name  initiates  this  para- 
graph was  born  on  his  father’s  present  home- 
stead farm,  in  Athens  Township,  December  15, 
1887,  and  his  youthful  education  was  obtained 
chiefly  in  the  excellent  school  of  District  No. 
16  in  his  native  township.  He  continued  there- 
after to  be  associated  In  the  operations  of  his 
father’s  farm  until  his  marriage,  in  1915.  since 
which  time  he  has  successfully  conducted  inde- 
pendent operations  as  an  agriculturist  and 
stock-grower  on  rented  land  in  Athens  Town- 
ship. He  is  a democrat  In  his  political  alle- 
giance and  he  and  his  wife  hold  membership  In 
the  Presbyterian  Church  at  New  Athena 

March  9,  1915,  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Dunlap  to  Miss  Pearl  J.  McFadden,  daughter 
of  Joseph  McFadden,  a representative  farmer 
in  Cadiz  Township  and  of  this  union  have  been 
born  three  children — Francis  Clark,  Neil  McFad- 
den and  Edwin  Dean. 

William  J.  Baxter,  deputy  clerk  of  the  pro- 
bate court  of  Carroll  County,  is  a popular  scion 
of  a family  that  was  founded  in  this  county  In 
the  year  1810.  He  was  born  in  Center  Town- 
ship, this  county,  January  11,  1857,  a son  of 
William  and  Catherine  (Albaugh)  Baxter.  His 
paternal  grandparents,  Richard  and  Elizabeth 
(Comley)  Baxter,  came  from  Kentucky  to  what 
Is  now  Carroll  County,  Ohio,  In  1810,  their  one 
child  at  the  time  having  been  a daughter, 
Hannah.  Settling  in  the  midst  of  the  forest 
that  then  marked  Center  Township,  Mr.  Baxter 
secured  a tract  of  Government  land,  near  the 
present  fair  grounds  of  the  Carroll  County  Agri- 
cultural Society.  His  first  log  house  was  de- 
stroyed by  fire,  as  was  also  the  second,  and  he 
then  erected  one  of  the  first  brick  houses  in 
the  county,  the  same  being  still  in  excellent 
preservation  and  being  now  occupied  by  Frank 
True.  In  this  home  Richard  Baxter  passed  the 
remainder  of  his  life,  and  his  widow  was  a 
resident  of  Carrollton  at  the  time  of  her  death. 
In  the  home  of  one  of  her  daughters.  Of  the 
children,  as  previously  noted,  Hannah  was  born 
in  Kentucky,  and  the  others  were  bora  on  the 
old  homestead  in  Carroll  County — Joshua,  Wil- 
liam. Mary.  Edith.  Edmund  and  Ellen  (twins), 
end  John  C.  Joshua  died  in  early  childhood, 
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and  records  indicate  that  he  was  the  first  child 
to  be  interred  in  the  cemetery  at  Carrollton. 
The  maternal  grandparents  of  the  subject  of 
this  sketch  were  early  settlers  of  Carrollton,  to 
which  place  they  came  from  Baltimore,  Mary- 
land. They  made  the  long  overland  trip  with 
team  and  wagon  and  continued  to  reside  at 
Carrollton  until  their  deaths. 

William  Baxter  passed  his  entire  life  in 
Carroll  County.  He  was  born  in  Center  Town- 
ship, in  1812,  and  his  wife  was  born  in  Fred- 
erick County.  Maryland,  in  1813.  He  became 
one  of  the  prosperous  farmers  of  his  native 
township,  was  a republican  in  politics  from  the 
time  of  the  organization  of  the  party,  his  wife 
having  been  a birthright  member  of  the  Society 
of  Friends.  William  Baxter  was  one  of  the 
venerable  and  honored  citizens  of  his  native 
county  at  the  time  of  his  death,  in  1891,  and 
his  widow  passed  to  eternal  rest  in  1894. 
They  became  the  parents  of  eleven  children — 
Harriet,  Mary.  Hannah.  Edmund,  Richard, 
Sarah,  Elizabeth,  Edith,  Margaret,  Emeline  and 
William  J.  Of  the  children  only  Mary,  Elisa- 
beth, Edith  and  William  J.  are  living. 

William  J.  Baxter  remained  on  the  home  farm 
until  he  was  sixteen  years  of  age.  He  was 
afforded  the  advantages  of  the  public  schools 
of  Carrollton,  and  as  a youth  learned  the  trade 
of  telegrapher,  as  a representative  of  which  he 
became  the  first  operator  for  the  Wheeling  A 
Lake  Erie  Railroad  at  Carrollton,  where  he 
continued  his  services  in  this  capacity  for  six 
years,  in  the  meanwhile  having  been  elected 
township  clerk,  of  which  position  he  continued 
the  incumbent  ten  years.  Thereafter  he  served 
a number  of  years  as  treasurer  of  the  Village 
of  Carrollton,  and  for  three  successive  terms 
he  held  the  office  of  county  recorder.  For  four 
years  thereafter  he  was  assistant  cashier  of  the 
private  bank  of  L.  D.  Stockon  and  since  1902 
he  has  served  continuously  as  the  efficient  and 
popular  deputy  clerk  of  the  probate  court  of  the 
county.  He  is  a staunch  advocate  and  sup- 
porter of  the  principles  of  the  republican  party, 
is  affiliated  with  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows,  and  holds  membership  in  the  Reformed 
Church.  Mr.  Baxter  is  still  found  arrayed  in 
the  ranks  of  eligible  bachelors  in  his  native 
county. 

James  R.  Hill,  an  efficient  member  of  the 
staff  of  rural  mail  carriers  from  the  Carrollton 
postofflce.  is  well  known  and  held  in  high  esteem 
in  his  native  county,  and  he  is  entitled  to  spe- 
cial recognition  in  this  publication.  He  was 
born  in  Lee  Township,  Carroll  County,  October 
20,  1857,  and  is  a son  of  Cheesman  D.  and 
Eliza  J.  (Bothwell)  Hill,  the  latter  a daughter 
of  George  Bothwell,  an  honored  pioneer.  The 
paternal  grandparents  were  John  and  Rebecca 
(Drake)  Hill.  John  Hill  was  a son  of  James 
Hill,  who  was  a soldier  in  the  War  of  1812,  and 
he  became  a pioneer  settler  of  Carroll  County, 
where  he  and  his  wife.  Nancy,  remained  until 
their  deaths.  John  Hill  became  the  owner  of 
the  old  homestead  farm  of  his  father  and  on 
this  place  he  and  his  wife  passed  the  closing 
years  of  their  lives.  Cheesman  D.  Hill,  father 
of  James  R.  of  this  sketch,  died  on  the  old 


homestead,  in  1860,  when  but  twenty-eight  years 
of  age.  He  was  a member  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  in  the  faith  of  which  he  was  reared. 
His  wife  likewise  held  membership  in  thfts 
church,  and  she  was  eighty-one  years  of  age 
at  the  tiife  of  her  death,  in  1915.  Of  the  two 
children  James  R.  is  the  younger,  his  sister, 
Mary,  being  the  widow  of  James  Ballentine  and 
maintaining  her  home  at  Sebring,  Mahoning 
(bounty. 

James  R.  Hill  was  not  yet  two  years  old 
at  the  time  of  his  father’s  death  and  remained 
on  the  old  homestead  of  his  paternal  grand- 
parents until  he  had  attained  to  the  age  of 
thirteen  years.  His  widowed  mother  then  be- 
came the  wife  of  James  Shepherd.  After  her 
second  marriage  the  mother  of  Mr.  Hill  took 
him  into  her  new  home,  where  he  was  reared 
to  adult  age.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Shepherd  became 
the  parents  of  three  children:  Emma  became 
the  wife  of  Hiram  Scott  and  Is  now  deceased; 
Margaret  is  the  wife  of  James  H.  Roudebush, 
of  Carroll  County;  and  Miss  Jane  Shepherd  re- 
sides at  Carrollton. 

The  public  schools  of  his  native  county  af- 
forded James  R.  Hill  his  early  education,  and 
as  a young  man  he  was  engaged  in  farm  enter- 
prise, in  Center  and  Lee  townships.  Thereafter 
he  spent  seven  and  one-half  years  as  a farmer 
in  the  State  of  Nebraska,  and  upon  selling  his 
property  in  that  commonwealth  he  returned  to 
Carroll  County,  where,  in  1907,  he  became  a 
carrier  on  one  of  the  rural  mail  routes  from 
Carrollton,  a service  in  which  he  has  since  con- 
tinued. He  owns  and  occupies  a good  residence 
on  Main  Street  In  the  City  of  Carrollton,  is  a 
republican  In  politics  and  he  and  his  wife  hold 
membership  In  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

To  Mr.  Hill  and  wife  eight  children  were 
born.  John  A.,  who  is  now  retained  in  the 
position  of  wool  specialist  in  connection  with 
the  agricultural  department  of  the  University 
of  Wyoming,  married  Miss  Evelyn  Corthell,  and 
they  have  four  sons — Robert,  John,  Ross  and 
Nellis.  John  A.  Hill  enlisted  in  1917  for  ser- 
vice in  the  World  war,  was  sent  to  an  officer’s 
training  camp  in  the  State  of  Washington,  and 
was  made  captain,  he  having  continued  in  ser- 
vice eighteen  months.  Alva  L.,  who  is  clerk  in 
one  of  the  leading  mercantile  establishments  of 
Carrollton,  married  Myrtle  McCausland,  and 
they  have  one  son,  Donald.  Mabel  is  deceased 
Robert,  a bachelor,  is  engaged  in  farming  in 
Carroll  County.  Harry  H.,  who  is  employed  as 
a Government  chemist  in  the  State  of  Okla- 
homa, married  Miss  Natalie  Berry.  Elizabeth 
was  graduated  In  the  domestic  science  depart- 
ment of  the  University  of  Ohio,  and  is  now 
taking  a course  in  the  training  school  for  nurses 
maintained  in  connection  with  a leading  hos- 
pital in  the  City  of  Jacksou.  Michigan.  Inez 
remains  at  the  pn tenia  1 home  and  holds  a posi- 
tion as  operator  In  the  telephone  office  at  Car- 
rollton. Scott  M.,  who  holds  a position  with 
one  of  the  leading  manufacturing  concerns  in 
the  City  of  Canton,  Ohio,  enlisted  in  the  Marine 
Corps  of  the  national  service  in  1917,  and  con- 
tinued in  service  somewhat  more  than  two 
years,  within  which  he  accompanied  bis  com- 
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mand  to  France,  lie  having  been  in  Paris  at 
the  time  of  the  signing  of  the  armistice  which 
brought  the  great  war  to  a close. 

Charles  C.  Jackson  was  bora  at  Carrollton 
in  April,  1845,  son  of  Isaac  and  Julia  (Adams) 
Jackson.  The  Jacksons  were  among  the  early 
settlers  of  Carrollton.  Isaac  Jackson  was  a 
carpenter  and  contractor  and  did  much  of  the 
early  building  in  this  section.  He  and  his  wife 
were  devout  Methodists.  Their  children,  all 
now  deceased,  were  Marion,  Martin.  Mason, 
Charles,  Theresa  and  May  Jane.  Of  these 
Mason  was  in  the  Civil  war  with  the  rank  of 
captain  and  major,  and  his  body  now  rests  in 
the  National  Cemetery  at  Arlington,  D.  0. 

Charles  C.  Jackson  was  reared  and  educated 
in  Carrollton,  learned  the  trade  of  carpenter, 
and  at  the  beginning  of  the  Civil  war  he  and 
his  father  were  engaged  in  a contract  for  the 
making  of  coffins  at  Washington,  District  of 
Columbia.  He  soon  went  into  the  army  as  a 
carpenter  and  subsequently  went  out  as  a sub- 
stitute in  Company  K of  the  Seventy-first  Ohio 
Infantry.  When  the  war  was  over  he  returned 
to  Carrollton  and  was  an  honored  and  useful 
resident  of  the  city  until  his  death  on  June  10, 
1911.  He  was  also  active  in  the  Methodist 
Church. 

In  1871  he  married  Miss  Mary  Hardesty,  who 
was  born  in  Carroll  County  January  21,  1849, 
daughter  of  William  and  Priscilla  (Kirkpat- 
rick) Hardesty,  the  former  a natlVe  of  Mary- 
land and  the  latter  of  Westmoreland  County, 
Pennsylvania.  The  Hardestys  when  they  came 
to  Carroll  County  remained  only  a short  time 
and  removed  to  Wooster,  Ohio,  but  subsequently 
returned  and  William  Hardesty  bought  and 
operated  for  many  years  the  flouring  mills  at 
Carrollton.  He  died  at  the  age  of  sixty-eight 
and  his  wife  at  sixty-seven. 

Charles  C.  Jackson  is  survived  by  his  widow, 
and  by  two  daughters,  Jessie  and  Louise. 
Jessie,  who  graduated  from  the  Carrollton  High 
School,  attended  Scio  College,  and  for  nine 
years  was  a teacher  in  Carrollton  and  since 
then  has  been  one  of  the  prominent  educators 
of  Cleveland,  being  now  principal  of  the  Roose- 
velt Schools  at  Warren.  Louise,  who  is  also  a 
graduate  of  the  Carrollton  High  School,  taught 
in  her  native  city,  took  a business  course  at 
Cleveland  and  taught  a year  in  business  college, 
and  is  now  the  wife  of  Fred  H.  Nash,  of  Cleve- 
land. To  their  marriage  were  bom  two  chil- 
dren. Louise,  who  died  at  the  age  of  four 
months,  and  Marjorie.  Marjorie  Nash,  now  ten 
years  of  age,  received  an  unusual  degree  of 
fame  by  her  astonishing  accomplishment  of  be- 
ing able  to  read  at  the  age  of  three  years. 
Newspapers  all  over  the  country  carried  a re- 
port of  her  achievement  and  her  pictures. 

Harry  C.  Jenkins  has  been  a resident  of 
Washington  Township,  Harrison  County,  from 
the  time  of  his  birth,  which  occurred  on  the 
13th  of  March,  1889,  and  as  a citizen  and  vigor- 
ous exponent  of  farm  industry  he  is  well  up- 
holding the  honors  of  a family  name  that  has 
been  identified  with  the  history  of  Harrison 
County  for  more  than  a century.  William 


Jenkins,  founder  of  the  family  in  this  county, 
was  born  in  Nova  Scotia,  Canada,  and  in  1814 
he  and  his  wife,  whose  maiden  name  was  Nora 
Morris,  settled  in  Washington  Township,  Harri- 
son County,  where  he  instituted  the  reclamation 
of  a farm  in  the  midst  of  the  forest  wilds.  On 
this  homestead  the  devoted  wife,  who  had  be- 
come the  mother  of  seven  children,  died  in  the 
year  1842,  and  Mr.  Jenkins  set  forth  for  Cali- 
fornia in  1849,  at  the  time  of  the  discovery  of 
gold  in  that  state,  but  he  Succumbed  to  an 
attack  of  cholera  within  a short  time  after 
initiating  his  journey  to  the  New  Eldorado. 
His  son  James  B.,  who  was  bora  in  Washington 
Township  December  5,  1819,  started  with  the 
father  for  California,  and  after  the  latter’s 
death  he  continued  the  long  and  weary  journey 
across  the  plains.  He  was  successful  in  his 
gold-seeking  operations,  but  lost  his  accumula- 
tions after  returning  to  Ohio,  through  unfor- 
tunate business  enterprise.  He  went  again  to 
California,  remained  four  years  and  again  met 
with  substantial  financial  success.  Upon  his  re- 
turn to  Harrison  County  he  purchased  a large 
tract  of  land  in  Washington  Township,  where 
he  Improved  one  of  the  fine  farm  estates  of  the 
county.  Here  his  death  occurred  November  6, 
1885,  and  his  widow,  whose  maiden  name  was 
Nancy  Wright,  survived  him  by  several  years, 
both  having  been  earnest  members  of  the  Metho- 
dist Episcopal  Church.  Of  their  eight  children 
John  A.  B.  was  the  seventh  in  order  of  birth. 
He  was  born  in  Washington  Township  on  the 
7th  of  November,  1863,  and  from  his  youth  to 
the  present  time  he  has  maintained  active  alli- 
ance with  farm  industry  in  his  native  township, 
where  he  is  the  owner  of  a valuable  farm  prop- 
erty of  240  acres.  He  is  a stalwart  advocate 
of  the  cause  of  the  republican  party  and  he  and 
his  wife  are  active  members  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church. 

On  the  22d  of  December,  1887,  was  solemn- 
ized the  marriage  of  John  A.  B.  Jenkins  to 
Miss  Margaret  Watson,  who  was  born  in  Tus- 
carawas County,  Ohio,  a daughter  of  Richard 
and  Mary  (Randall)  Watson,  both  likewise  na- 
tives of  that  county.  Mr.  Watson  was  one  of 
the  representative  farmers  of  Perry  Township, 
Tuscarawas  County,  at  the  time  of  his  death, 
on  the  17th  of  April,  1902.  and  his  widow  still 
resides  in  that  county,  she  being  a member  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  as  was  also  her  hus- 
band. Of  their  children  Mrs.  Jenkins  is  the 
eldest;  Della  resides  with  her  widowed  mother; 
and  Arthur  is  a resident  of  the  City  of  Denver, 
Colorado.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  A.  B.  Jenkins 
have  six  children — Harry  C.,  Hallie  M.,  Roy, 
Ralph  E.,  Azalia  O.  and  Clyde.  Hallie  M.  is 
the  wife  of  John  Craigo,  a farmer  in  Tuscara- 
was County,  and  they  have  one  child,  Lewis. 
Roy  married  Miss  Laura  Hunt  and  they  reside 
at  Newport,  Tuscarawas  County,  their  one  child 
being  a son,  Ray.  John  A.  B.  Jenkins  has  been 
a citizen  of  prominence  and  influence  in  his 
native  county,  and  is  now  serving  as  township 
trustee,  a position  of  which  he  became  the  in- 
cumbent in  January,  1920,  and  in  which  he  had 
previously  served  four  years — 1908-12.  His  son 
Ralph  E.  was  one  of  the  young  men  who  repre- 
sented Harrison  County  in  the  nation’s  service 
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In  the  late  World  war.  He  entered  the  service 
In  -September,  1917,  and  at  Camp  Sherman  was 
assigned  to  the  Three  Hundred  and  Eighth 
Army  Corps.  He  sailed  for  the  stage  of  war- 
fare in  June,  1918,  and  in  France  his  corps  was 
in  active  service  as  a part  of  the  Thirty- 
seventh  Division.  After  the  signing  of  the  his- 
toric armistice  he  passed  nine  months  in  Ger- 
many, as  a member  of  the  army  of  occupation, 
and  after  his  return  home  he  received  his  hon- 
orable discharge,*  in  October,  1919. 

Harry  C.  Jenkins  is  indebted  to  the  public 
schools  of  his  native  township  for  his  youthful 
education  and  has  not  faltered  in  his  apprecia- 
tive allegiance  to  the  great  basic  industries  of 
agriculture  and  stock-growing,  of  which  he  is 
now  a successful  and  progressive  representative 
in  Washington  Township,  as  the  owner  of  a well 
improved  farm  of  127  acres.  He  takes  a loyal 
interest  in  community  affairs  of  public  order, 
is  a republican  in  political  adherency  and  both 
he  and  his  wife  hold  membership  in  the  Metho- 
dist Episcopal  Church  at  Tippecanoe. 

In  1910  was  solemnized  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Jenkins  to  Miss  Elizabeth  Van  Fossen,  daugh- 
ter of  John  and  Belle  (Persons)  Van  Fossen, 
of  Washington  Township,  and  the  five  children 
of  this  union  are:  Carl,  John,  Lucile,  Harry  C., 
Jr.,  and  Earl. 

Casper  Motter,  a prosperous  farmer  of  Rose 
Township,  has  spent  a large  share  of  his  life 
on  the  farm  of  eighty  acres  he  now  owns,  hav- 
ing been  engaged  in  agricultural  pursuits  since 
he  was  old  enough  to  take  any  active  part  in 
helping  to  carry  on  his  father’s  work,  and  at 
the  same  time  he  has  been  engaged  in  carpenter- 
ing. He  was  bom  in  Rose  Township,  on  a 
farm  of  30  acres,  March  2, 1860.  a son  of  Michael 
and  Catherine  (Brankle)  Motter.  Michael  Mot- 
ter  was  born  in  Wiersheim,  Alsace,  France,  and 
was  twenty-two  years  old  when  he  came  to  the 
United  States.  By  trade  a cabinetmaker,  he 
learned  this  trade  in  his  native  land.  He  was 
the  youngest  of  eleven  children,  and  when  his 
father  died  in  Alsace,  he  returned  to  his  old 
home  for  his  mother,  whom  he  brought  back  to 
a farm  in  Harrison  Township,  Carroll  County. 
When  he  was  twenty-eight  years  old  he  was 
married  to  Catherine  Brankle,  of  Rose  Town- 
ship, and  then  moved  to  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  where 
he  worked  at  his  trade  for  a year.  For  the  next 
year  he  continued  working  at  his  trade  at  Cape 
Girardeaux,  Missouri,  and  then  moved  to 
Waynesburg,  Stark  County,  Ohio,  but  after  a 
short  period  returned  to  Carroll  County,  and 
settled  on  a thirty-acre  farm  in  Rose  Town- 
ship. This  continued  the  family  home  for 
eleven  years,  when  removal  was  made  to  an- 
other thirty-acre  farm  in  another  part  of  the 
same  township.  At  the  expiration  of  ten  years 
and  ten  months  he  bought  eighty  acres  in  Rose 
Township,  now  occupied  by  his  son,  and  here 
he  died  in  May,  1897,  aged  seventy-seven  years, 
his  wife  having  passed  away  in  November, 
1896.  They  had  eleven  children,  namely : 
Casper,  who  was  the  seventh:  Clara  Catherine, 
the  youngest,  who  was  born  January  8.  1868, 
has  never  married  and  keeps  house  for  her 
brother,  Casper,  who  has  also  never  married; 


and  William  Henry,  who  was  bom  May  24, 
1864,  is  a farmer  and  school-teacher  of  Rose 
Township. 

Casper  Motter  attended  the  local  schools  of 
Rose  Township  during  the  winter  terms  until 
he  was  nineteen  years  old,  and  then  learned 
the  carpenter  trade,  at  which  he  worked  until 
1894,  at  which  time  he  located  permanently 
upon  the  homestead  and  began  to  put  to  prac 
tlcal  use  the  lessons  in  farming  his  father  had 
taught  him  during  his  boyhood  and  youth.  His 
farm  is  one  of  the  well  improved  ones  of  the 
township,  and  he  takes  a pride  in  keeping  his 
buildings  in  good  condition  and  modem  in  every 
respect.  He  has  been  very  successful  in  his 
operations  and  is  a man  of  ample  means. 

Miss  Clara  Catherine  Motter  attended  the 
school  in  District  No.  3,  Rose  Township,  until 
she  was  twenty-one  years  of  age.  She  learned 
to  weave  carpet  and  manufactures  all  of  the 
carpets  for  the  house,  all  of  them  being  marvels 
in  workmanship.  She  is  a very  industrious  per- 
son, and  is  noted  for  her  housekeeping.  Mr. 
Motter  is  a democrat.  He  belongs  to  the 
Church  of  the  Immaculate  Conception  at 
Morges,  and  his  sister  is  a member  of  the  Altar 
Society  of  that  church.  They  are  held  in  the 
highest  esteem  in  their  neighborhood,  where 
they  have  a number  of  warm,  personal  friends. 

John  Henjiy  Nape.  With  land  at  present-day 
prices  in  Carroll  County,  the  man  who  owns  a 
farm  is  fortunate  Indeed,  for  he  has  a property 
which  is  bound  to  increase  in  value  while  at 
the  same  time  it  is  yielding  him  an  income. 
John  Henry  Nape  is  one  of  these  enterprising 
men,  and  his  farm  of  102  acres  is  located  in 
Centre  Township.  He  was  bora  in  this  town- 
ship, near  Carrollton,  January  24,  1851,  a son 
of  Frederick  and  Julia  (Morgan)  Nape,  and 
grandson  of  Christian  Nape,  who  was  born  in 
Germany  in  a colony  which  included  the  Lutz. 
Coons,  Strayer  families,  all  of  whom  came  to 
the  United  States  and  settled  in  Carroll  County. 
Ohio.  Frederick  Napes  was  also  bora  in  Centre 
Township,  where  he  spent  his  life,  and  he  died 
near  Carrollton,  in  1900,  having  always  been  a 
farmer.  Hip  wife  survived  him  and  died  in 
1914.  Of  the  four  children  bora  to  them,  John 
Henry  Nape  was  the  eldest. 

John  Henry  Nape  had  but  few  educational 
advantages  for  the  only  school  he  attended  was 
one  held  in  a “mud”  schoolhouse  four  months 
of  the  year,  and  he  left  this  school,  poor  as  it 
was,  at  the  early  age  of  sixteen  years,  in  order 
to  assist  his  father  in  conducting  the  homestead 
of  eighty  acres.  From  then  on  to  the  present 
day  he  has  been  a hard  worker,  and  the  suc- 
cess which  has  come  to  him  has  been  won 
entirely  through  his  own  efforts. 

In  1880  Mr.  Nape  married  and  moved  on  his 
present  farm,  where  he  has  since  been  engaged 
in  raising  a general  line  of  crops.  He  has 
made  excellent  investments  and  is  a stockholder 
of  the  Farmers  Exchange  at  Carrollton,  Ohio. 
In  politics  he  is  a democrat,  but  confines  his 
participation  in  public  life  to  casting  his  vote 
for  the  candidates  who  meet  with  his  approval. 
For  many  years  he  has  been  one  of  the  sincere 
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members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  of 
Carrollton. 

In  January,  1880,  Mr.  Nape  was  married  to 
Belle  Long,  a daughter  of  Jacob  and  Nancy 
(Hibbs)  Long,  of  Union  Township,  Carroll 
County,  who  came  of  English  and  Pennsylvania- 
German  stock.  Mrs.  Nape  was  the  sixth  of 
their  seven  children.  Until  she  was  sixteen 
years  old,  she  attended  the  Staith  School.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Nape  became  the  parents  of  four  chil- 
dren, namely:  Dr.  Frank  LeRoy,  of  Canton, 
Ohio;  Stella  Grace,  who  died  in  1884  when 
seven  weeks  old ; and  Sarah  Gretchen,  who 
married  John  Frank  Miller,  of  Harrison  Town- 
ship, died  in  1918,  at  the  age  of  thirty  years, 
leaving  one  son,  John  Henry;  and  Harry  Mil- 
ford, who  is  at  home. 

Dr.  Frank  LeRoy  Nape  was  married  first  to 
Maude  Morgan,  of  Carrollton,  Ohio,  and  they 
had  two  children,  namely:  Naomi  Isabelle,  and 
Beulah  May.  The  first  Mrs.  Nape  died  in  1918, 
and  Doctor  Nape  was  married  second,  in  1919, 
to  Ada  Zerbe,  of  Canton,  Ohio.  Mrs.  Zerbe  had 
one  daughter,  who  is  the  same  age  as  Naomi. 
Doctor  Nape  was  graduated  from  the  Western 
Reserve  Medical  College  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  in 
1901,  and  for  three  years  thereafter  was  en- 
gaged in  practice  at  Mineral  City,  Ohio,  but 
then  moved  to  Canton,  Ohio.  He  is  an  airplane 
enthusiast,  and  learned  to  fly  in  1919  with  a 
Curtis  plane  but  now  has  a De  Havelind,  and 
often  flies  from  Canton  to  his  father’s  farm  in 
twenty  minutes,  making  his  landing  on  the  farm 
adjoining.  Doctor  Nape  finds  it  convenient  to 
make  a number  of  his  professional  calls  with 
his  plane,  and  although  he  has  been  in  the  air 
many  hours,  has  never  had  an  accident.  It  is 
interesting  to  contrast  this  mode  of  travel  with 
the  power  employed  by  his  great-grandfather 
when  he  first  came  to  this  region,  for  he  used 
cows  to  draw  his  plow  and  rude  wagon.  Doc- 
tor Nape  feels  confident  that  the  day  is  not  far 
distant  when  his  example  will  be  followed  in 
a large  measure,  and  that  then  airplanes  will 
be  as  numerous  as  automobiles  are  today. 
Without  doubt  this  is  a changing  age. 

Andrew  Phillips.  When  it  is  stated  that 
Mr.  Phillips  was  born  on  a farm  in  section  3, 
Loudon  Township,  Carroll  County,  on  the  24th 
of  June,  1840,  it  becomes  evident  that  this  is 
a heritage  of  pioneer  distinction  in  this  favored 
section  of  the  Buckeye  State,  and  it  is  specially 
pleasing  to  record  that  he  owns  and  still  re- 
sides upon  the  fine  old  homestead  farm  which 
was  the  place  of  his  birth.  To  the  family  name 
and  its  association  with  Carroll  County  he 
added  new  honors  by  his  gallant  service  as 
one  of  the  valiant  soldiers  of  the  Union  in  the 
Civil  war.  and  the  same  spirit  of  loyalty  has 
characterized  him  in  all  of  the  relations  of  his 
long,  industrious  and  useful  life. 

Mr.  Phillips  is  a son  of  William  and  Mary 
(Simmons)  Phillips,  both  likewise  natives  of 
Loudon  Township,  where  the  respective  families 
were  founded  when  this  section  of  the  state  was 
little  else  than  a forest  wilderness.  John  and 
Priscilla  Phillips,  grandparents  of  the  subject 
of  this  review,  came  from  Maryland  to  this  sec- 
tion of  Ohio  In  the  year  1807.  The  grandfather 


took  up  Government  land  in  what  is  now  Carroll 
County,  here  reclaimed  a productive  farm,  and 
here  he  and  his  wife  passed  the  residue  of 
their  lives.  The  maternal  grandparents,  Adam 
and  Mary  (Springer)  Simmons,  natives  of  New 
Jersey,  likewise  came  to  this  section  of  Ohio 
about  1807,  and  Mr.  Simmons  obtained  Govern- 
ment land  and  instituted  the  development  of 
the  farm  on  which  he  passed  the  remainder  of 
his  life,  in  Loudon  Township.  Upon  his  death 
he  bequeathed  ninety  acres  of  land  to  his 
daughter  Mary  and  her  husband,  William 
Phillips,  and  on  this  homestead  Mr.  Phillips 
continued  his  vigorous  and  successful  enterprise 
as  a farmer  until  about  fifteen  years  prior  to 
his  death,  the  closing  period  of  his  life  having 
been  passed  in  the  Village  of  Kilgore,  this 
county,  where  he  died  about  the  year  1893,  his 
wife  having  been  comparatively  a young  woman 
at  the  time  of  her  death,  about  the  year  1854. 
Of  their  children  the  first  three — Sarah  Ann. 
Mary  and  Maria — are  deceased;  Andrew,  of  this 
review,  was  the  next  in  order  of  birth  and  Is 
the  only  son;  Catherine  is  deceased;  and  the 
three  surviving  daughters  are  Elizabeth,  Belle 
and  Martha. 

The  district  school  at  Simmons  Ridge  pro- 
vided to  Andrew  Phillips  his  early  educational 
advantages,  and  he  continued  his  active  alli- 
ance with  farm  industry  in  his  native  county 
until  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil  war  roused  his 
youthful  patriotism  to  responsive  protest  and 
resulted  in  his  enlistment,  on  the  5th  of  De- 
cember, 1861,  as  a member  of  Company  D, 
Eightieth  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  which  was 
assigned  to  the  Army  of  the  Tennessee  and  the 
valiant  record  of  which,  marked  by  participa- 
tion in  many  of  the  Important  campaigns  and 
battles  of  the  great  conflict,  virtually  consti- 
tutes the  history  of  his  military  career,  as  he 
continued  in  active  service  with  bis  regiment 
until  the  close  of  the  war.  He  participated  in 
the  Grand  Review  of  the  victorious  troops  in 
the  City  of  Washington,  and  received  his  honor- 
able discharge  on  the  13th  of  August,  1865.  In 
later  years  he  has  vitalized  bis  interest  in  his 
old  comrades  and  perpetuated  the  more  gra- 
cious memories  of  his  military  career  by  main- 
taining affiliation  with  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic,  at  Harlem  Springs,  of  which  he  has 
served  as  commander. 

After  the  close  of  the  war  Mr.  Phillips  re- 
sumed his  association  with  farm  enterprise  In 
his  native  county,  and  after  his  father  moved 
to  the  Village  of  Kilgore  the  son  assumed  the 
active  control  and  management  of  the  old  home 
farm,  which  has  continued  to  be  his  place  of 
residence  to  the  present  time,  though  he  has 
lived  virtually  retired  since  1910,  when  he 
turned  the  farm  over  to  his  youngest  daughter 
and  her  husband,  Lewis  Slates,  the  latter  hav- 
ing since  been  the  active  manager  of  the  place. 

December  5,  1867,  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Phillips  to  Miss  Mary  Seaton,  who  likewise 
was  born  and  reared  in  Loudon  Township,  and 
who  was  a daughter  of  Samuel  and  Nancy 
(Jackman)  Seaton.  The  supreme  loss  and  be- 
reavement in  the  life  of  Mr.  Phillips  came  when 
his  loved  and  devoted  wife  was  summoned  to 
eternal  rest,  on  the  27th  of  January,  1893,  she 
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having  been  a devout  member  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  in  which  Mr.  Phillips  has 
long  held  membership  and  in  which  he  is  now 
serving  as  a trustee.  He  has  been  unwavering 
in  his  allegiance  to  the  republican  party  and 
in  past  years  was  active  and  influential  in 
community  affairs,  as  shown  by  his  having 
served  one  term  ns  trustee  of  his  native  town- 
ship. In  conclusion  is  entered  brief  record 
concerning  the  children  of  Mr.  Phillips:  Mar- 
garet is  the  wife  of  George  Smith,  of  Kilgore, 
this  county : Helen  remains  at  the  paternal 
home;  Nancy  Jane  is  the  wife  of  George  Parks, 
of  Rocky  River,  Cuyahoga  County;  Howard 
married  Miss  Carrie  B.  Smith  and  they  reside 
at  Youngstown,  Mahoning  County;  Mary  is  the 
widow  of  Charles  Smith  and  maintains  her 
home  in  the  City  of  Cleveland;  Minnie  is  the 
wife  of  Clyde  Scott,  of  Harlem  Springs,  Carroll 
County ; and  Carrie  is  the  wife  of  Lewis  Slates, 
who  has  the  management  of  the  old  homestead 
farm  of  her  father,  as  previously  noted  in  this 
context. 

Florents  Steinbach  is  a man  who  has  never 
permitted  himself  to  become  discouraged,  but 
has  kept  right  along  and  as  a result  is  now 
recognized  as  one  of  the  best  business  men 
and  farmers  of  Carroll  County,  and  his  valuable 
farm  of  eighty  acres  in  Rose  Township  is  one  of 
the  well-developed  rural  properties  of  his  neigh- 
borhood. Mr.  Steinbach  was  born  on  his  pres- 
ent farm,  September  8,  1871,  a son  of  Frank  and 
Mary  (Weimer)  Steinbach.  Frank  Steinbach 
came  from  Germany  to  the  United  States  in 
young  manhood,  and  met  his  future  wife,  who 
was  born  in  Baden,  Germany,  at  Steubenville, 
Ohio,  where  he  worked  in  a paper  mill  for 
seven  years.  After  they  married  the  parents 
came  to  the  farm  now  owned  by  their  son,  the 
original  purchase  comprising  but  forty  acres,  to 
which  twenty  acres  were  later  added,  and  still 
later,  twenty  acres  more.  Here  the  father 
carried  on  general  farming,  and  was  active  until 
his  death,  which  occurred  in  1800.  His  widow 
survived  him  until  1902.  Of  their  five  children, 
Florents  Steinbach  was  the  youngest,  and  of 
this  family  four  are  still  living. 

Growing  up  in  his  native  township,  Florents 
Steinbach  acquired  a knowledge  of  the  funda- 
mentals of  an  education  at  district  school  Num- 
ber 5,  Rose  Township  during  the  winter  months 
until  he  was  eighteen  years  old,  and  during 
the  rest  of  the  year  was  taught  practical  farm- 
ing under  his  father’s  watchful  supervision.  He 
was  then  employed  for  five  years  on  construc- 
tion gangs  hewing  wood  ties  for  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad,  following  which  for  two  years 
he  cut  timber  for  George  Clutz.  For  the  next 
two  years  he  was  engaged  in  cutting  and  sell- 
ing timber  on  his  own  account.  His  next  occu- 
pation was  that  of  a coal  miner  at  the  Linden- 
tree  Mine  in  Carroll  County,  but  on  July  2, 
1018,  he  was  very  badly  burned  on  the  arms 
and  breast  by  a premature  “shot”  which  caused 
an  explosion  a half-mile  back  from  the  mine 
entrance  at  the  James  Mine,  Lindentree,  and  as 
a result  he  was  incapacitated  for  six  weeks.  In 
1805  Mr.  Steinbach  located  permanently  on  his 
present  farm,  where  he  carries  on  general  farm- 


ing, and  has  been  very  successful.  A hard 
worker,  he  has  spent  much  time  during  the 
winter  months  in  the  mines,  and  has  never 
spared  himself,  but  has  done  everything  he 
could  to  increase  his  income. 

In  1895  Mr.  Steinbach  was  married  to  Carrie 
Zangler,  a daughter  of  James  and  Mary  (RI- 
card)  Zangler  of  Morges,  Rose  Township.  Mr. 
Zangler  was  a stone  mason  by  trade,  and  died 
in  1894,  his  widow  surviving  him  until  1899. 
They  had  seven  children,  of  whom  Mrs.  Stein- 
bach was  the  youngest.  She  attended  district 
school  Number  6,  Rose  Township,  until  she  was 
seventeen  years  old.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Steinbach 
have  no  children,  but  adopted  John  O’Brien, 
when  he  was  twelve  years  old  and  he  made  his 
home  with  them  until  he  was  married  to  Ida 
Rinehart  in  1910.  They  have  one  son,  William 
Richard.  In  politics  Mr.  Steinbach  is  a demo- 
crat. St.  Mary’s  Catholic  Church  of  Morges, 
Rose  Township,  holds  his  membership.  Since 
his  injury  Mr.  Steinbach  employs  a man  to  as- 
sist him  in  running  the  farm  during  the  busy 
season. 

William  R.  Thompson.  The  one  thing  really 
significant  and  important  in  the  scheme  of  hu- 
man existence  is  worthy  achievement,  for  this 
represents  the  concrete  evidence  of  resolute 
thought  and  action.  The  life  of  the  farmer  of- 
fers much  to  the  man  who  is  willing  to  apply 
himself  and  has  the  good  judgment  to  avail 
himself  of  proper  methods  and  business  princi- 
ples. Such  a representative  of  farm  industry 
In  Carroll  County  is  William  R.  Thompson,  of 
Lee  Township,  who  has  been  a resident  of  the 
county  from  his  boyhood  and  who  has  proved 
himself  resourceful  and  persistent  in  the  carry- 
ing forward  of  his  activities  as  an  agriculturist 
and  stock-grower,  with  the  result  that  he  has 
achieved  prosperity  and  made  for  himself  a 
place  as  one  of  the  substantial  and  highly  re- 
spected citizens  of  the  community. 

Mr.  Thompson  was  born  at  Richmond,  Jeffer- 
son County,  Ohio,  on  the  25th  of  June.  1840, 
and  is  a son  of  John  and  Eliza  (Wilson) 
Thompson,  both  likewise  natives  of  that  county, 
where  the  respective  families  were  founded  in 
the  early  pioneer  days.  In  1852  John  Thomp- 
son came  with  his  family  to  Carroll  County  and 
engaged  in  farm  enterprise  in  Lee  Township. 
He  and  his  wife  passed  the  remainder  of  their 
lives  in  this  county  and  were  residents  of  Au- 
gusta at  the  time  of  their  deaths. 

William  R.  Thompson  was  about  twelve  years 
old  at  the  time  of  the  family  removal  to  Car- 
roll  County,  and  here  he  gained  full  fellowship 
with  the  work  of  the  farm  and  profited  by  such 
advantages  as  were  afforded  him  In  the  local 
schools.  He  remained  at  the  parental  home  un- 
til he  had  attained  to  the  age  of  twenty-four 
years,  and  for  eighteen  years  thereafter  he  was 
employed  by  the  year  at  farm  work,  on  various 
farms  in  this  section  of  the  Buckeye  State.  At 
the  expiration  of  this  period  he  was  so  fortified 
as  to  be  Justified  in  the  purchasing  of  a farm 
in  Lee  Township.  On  this  place  he  continued 
his  productive  labors  twenty-three  years,  and  he 
then  sold  the  property  and,  in  the  autumn  of 
1914,  purchased  his  present  farm,  of  seventy 
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acres,  in  section  4 of  the  same  township.  Bring- 
ing to  bear  the  energy  and  good  judgment  that 
are  characteristic  of  the  man,  and  profiting  by 
former  experience,  Mr.  Thompson  has  brought 
this  farm  up  to  an  excellent  state  of  productive- 
ness, the  place  having  been  distinctly  in  a run- 
down condition  when  he  purchased  the  same.  In 
his  work  of  revitalizing  and  improving  the  farm 
Mr.  Thompson  has  had  the  effective  aid  and  co- 
operation of  his  son,  who  is  still  associated  with 
him  in  the  work  and  management  of  the  farm. 

Mr.  Thompson  takes  loyal  interest  in  com- 
munity affairs,  is  a republican  in  his  political 
adherency,  and  he  has  served  with  marked  ef- 
ficiency as  road  supervisor.  He  and  his  wife 
hold  membership  in  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church. 

The  year  1877  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Thompson  to  Miss  Margaret  Fawcett,  who  was 
bom  in  Union  Township,  Carroll  County,  a 
daughter  of  Alexander  and  Elizabeth  (Brooks) 
Fawcett,  who  were  born  in  the  vicinity  of  En- 
niskillen. County  Fermanagh,  Ireland,  the  for- 
mer in  1803  and  the  latter  in  1807.  Mrs.  Faw- 
cett was  a small  child  at  the  time  when  her 
parents  embarked  on  a sailing  vessel  and  set 
forth  to  establish  a new  home  in  America.  The 
father  died  on  the  voyage  and  was  buried  at 
sea.  The  widowed  mother  continued  her  sad 
journey  and  eventually  became  a resident  of 
Ohio,  where  she  passed  the  remainder  of  her 
life.  The  parents  of  Alexander  Fawcett  immi- 
grated to  America  about  the  same  time  as  did 
the  Brooks  family,  and  they  became  pioneer 
settlers  in  Union  Township,  Carroll  County. 
Alexander  Fawcett  became  one  of  the  prosper- 
ous farmers  of  his  day  and  he  and  his  wife  re- 
mained in  Carroll  County  until  the  close  of  their 
lives,  their  daughter  Margaret  having  been  the 
youngest  in  a family  of  thirteen  children.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Thompson  have  two  children:  Mari- 

etta, who  was  bom  August  2,  1878,  is  the  wife 
of  Henry  Davis,  of  Perry  Township,  this  county, 
and  they  have  one  child,  Hazel,  bom  in  June, 
1902.  John  M.  was  bora  October  2,  1880,  and  is 
associated  with  his  father  in  progressive  farm 
enterprise.  He  married  Eliza  Johnson,  and 
their  only  child  Is  a daughter,  Ila  Martha,  who 
was  born  February  22,  1918. 

David  Marion  Gamble.  “Back  to  the  farm” 
was  the  call  heard  by  David  Marlon  Gamble 
after  he  had  been  an  industrial  worker  for 
some  years,  and  on  the  land  and  in  the  environ- 
ment of  his  early  youth  he  finds  profit  and 
satisfaction  in  the  ownership  and  the  products 
of  his  100  acre  farm  in  Rose  Township  of  Car- 
roll  County  In  the  Sherrodsvllle  community. 

Mr.  Gamble  was  bora  in  Rose  Township  Feb- 
ruary 23,  1873,  son  of  Albert  and  Rebecca 
(Thorley)  Gamble.  His  grandparents  were 
Solomon  and  Anna  (Young)  Gamble,  who  came 
at  an  early  day  from  Washington  County, 
Pennsylvania,  and  settled  in  Harrison  County, 
and  when  their  son  Albert  was  eight  years  of 
age  moved  to  Rose  Township,  where  they  spent 
the  rest  of  their  years.  Albert  Gamble  was 
fourth  among  eight  children,  gave  his  life  to 
agricultural  pursuits  and  died  in  1897,  his 
widow  surviving  him  and  residing  at  Dellroy. 


David  Marion  Gamble  is  one  of  six  children, 
and  as  a boy  he  lived  on  the  farm  and  attended 
No.  4 District  School  in  Rose  Township.  His 
education  was  continued  through  winter  terms 
until  he  was  twenty,  but  the  balance  of  the  year 
helped  perform  the  various  duties  of  the  farm. 
Like  most  young  men  not  being  satisfied  with 
the  meager  prospects  of  a farmer's  career,  he 
left  home  and  for  eleven  years  was  employed 
in  the  steel  mills  at  New  Philadelphia,  Ohio. 
Then  taking  a new  view  of  a farmer's  life,  he 
returned  to  the  country  and  in  1911  bought  the 
old  homestead  farm  of  100  acres  and  since  then 
has  devoted  his  best  efforts  to  general  agricul- 
ture and  livestock  growing. 

Mr.  Gamble’s  first  wife  was  Anna  Fisher, 
daughter  of  Joshua  and  Susan  Fisher,  of  Jef- 
ferson County,  Ohio.  She  died  in  1904,  the 
mother  of  eight  children:  Iva  May;  Neva; 

Mary,  who  died  at  the  age  of  three  years;  Law- 
rence, who  died  when  one  year  old,  and  four 
who  died  in  Infancy. 

In  1907  Mr.  Gamble  married  Myrta  Drusilla 
Barrick,  daughter  of  W.  C.  and  Mary  Margaret 
(German)  Barrick,  one  of  the  old  and  notable 
families  of  Carroll  County,  living  members  and 
relatives  of  which  hold  an  annual  reunion  that 
is  one  of  the  social  events  of  the  year.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Gamble  have  three  children:  David  Ray, 

born  in  1908;  Margaret  Rebecca,  bora  in  1910; 
and  Marion  Vinton,  born  in  1918. 

Mr.  Gamble  is  an  Independent  democrat  and 
several  times  has  given  his  active  support  to  the 
prohibition  ticket.  He  was  elected  one  term  of 
two  years  as  township  clerk.  He  is  a member 
of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  at  Union 
Valley. 

Thomas  J.  Long  is  one  of  the  progressive 
farmers  of  the  younger  generation  in  Carroll 
County,  where  he  is  the  owner  of  a well-im- 
proved farm  of  seventy-three  and  one-half  acres. 
In  Union  Township  and  four  miles  distant  from 
Carrollton,  the  county  seat,  with  service  on 
rural  mail  route  No.  4 from  that  city. 

Thomas  Jefferson  Long  was  born  in  Union 
Township,  this  county,  on  the  17th  of  March, 
1884,  and  is  a son  of  George  W.  and  Isabella 
(Scott)  Long.  Alexander  Long,  grandfather  of 
Thomas  J.,  was  born  and  reared  in  County 
Donegal,  Ireland,  and  upon  coming  to  the 
United  States  he  first  settled  in  Pennsylvania, 
whence  he  later  came  to  Ohio  and  engaged  in 
farm  enterprise  in  Union  Township,  Carroll 
County.  He  became  one  of  the  prosperous  farm- 
ers and  honored  citizens  of  Union  Township  and 
there  he  and  his  wife  passed  the  remainder  of 
their  lives,  he  having  been  venerable  in  years 
at  the  time  of  his  death,  in  1894.  Of  the  twelve 
children  one  son  and  two  daughters  are  now 
living. 

George  W.  Long  was  born  on  the  old  home- 
stead farm  in  Union  Township  and  there  he  was 
reared  to  manhood.  He  eventually  became  one 
of  the  successful  farmers  of  that  township, 
where  he  and  Thomas  J.  Long,  his  twin  brother, 
were  the  owners  of  a well-improved  farm  of 
160  acres  at  the  time  of  his  death,  in  1915,  his 
widow  still  remaining  on  the  old  homestead  and 
being  an  active  member  of  the  Methodist  Episco-

pal  Church,  as  was  also  her  husband.  Of  the 
children  three  sons  and  three  daughters  sur- 
vive the  honored  father. 

Thomas  J.  Long  early  gained  practical  expe- 
rience In  connection  with  the  activities  of  the 
home  farm  and  his  youthful  education  was  ob- 
tained in  the  district  schools  of  his  native  town- 
ship, where  he  remained  until  he  was  twenty 
years  of  age.  For  one  year  thereafter  he  was 
a clerk  in  William  M.  Shepherd's  store  at  Car- 
rollton, and  during  the  ensuing  years  he  was 
employed  by  the  Standard  Oil  Company  as 
driver  of  a tank  wagon.  Thereafter  he  passed 
one  year  at  The  Timken  Manufacturing  Com- 
pany in  the  city  of  Canton,  and  upon  his  re- 
turn to  Carroll  County  he  was  for  some  time 
engaged  on  the  farm  of  Chalmers  H.  Long,  in 
Harrison  Township.  For  ten  years  thereafter 
he  conducted  a general  store  at  Tabor,  this 
county,  and  he  served  ten  years  as  postmaster 
of  that  village,  under  the  administration  of 
Presidents  Taft  and  Wilson.  In  1917  he  es- 
tablished his  residence  upon  his  present  farm, 
and  in  connection  with  its  operations  he  has 
developed  a prosperous  business  in  the  buying 
and  shipping  of  live  stock,  the  most  of  which 
he  consigns  to  the  Pittsburgh  market.  Mr. 
Long  is  a staunch  democrat  and  is  liberal  and 
progressive  in  his  civic  attitude.  He  and  his 
wife  hold  membership  in  the  Methodist  Episco- 
pal Church. 

In  1906  Mr.  Long  was  united  in  marriage  to 
Miss  Mary  K.  Long,  daughter  of  Chalmers  and 
Jane  (Marshall)  Long,  of  Harrison  Township, 
Carroll  County,  and  the  four  children  of  this 
union  are  Joseph  Kermlt,  Chester  Alexander, 
June  Maxine,  and  Helen  Louise. 

John  W.  Reed  passed  his  entire  life  in  Carroll 
County,  became  one  of  its  representative  farm- 
ers and  highly  honored  citizens  and  a part  of  his 
old  home  farm  is  now  comprised  in  the  village 
of  Malvern,  in  Brown  Township.  He  was  a 
scion  of  a prominent  pioneer  family  of  the 
county  and  through  his  worthy  life  and  service 
added  honor  to  the  name  which  he  bore.  Mr. 
Reed  was  bom  in  Brown  Township,  this  county, 
on  the  26th  of  February,  1834,  and  here  his 
death  occurred  on  the  8th  of  November,  1873. 
The  widow  of  Mr.  Reed  now  maintains  her  home 
at  Malvern  and  is  one  of  the  venerable  and  re- 
vered women  of  Brown  Township.  She  and 
her  children  still  retain  ownership  of  the  old 
home  farm,  of  ten  acres,  and  she  has  resided  at 
Malvern  for  twenty-two  years.  The  year  1920 
records  the  eighty-eighth  anniversary  of  the 
birth  of  Mrs.  Reed. 

John  W.  Reed  was  a son  of  Robert  and  Mary 
(Banghman)  Reed,  both  of  whom  were  born 
and  reared  in  Brown  Township,  where  they 
passed  their  entire  lives,  Robert  Reed  having 
been  a son  of  John  and  Nancy  (Woodward) 
Reed,  who  were  numbered  among  the  early  set- 
tlers of  Carroll  County,  the  father  having  been 
a native  of  Ireland.  John  and  Nancy  Reed  be- 
came the  parents  of  five  children— James,  Will- 
iam, Robert,  David,  and  one  daughter,  who  be- 
came the  wife  of  Matthew  Ayers.  Robert  Reed 
continued  his  association  with  form  industry  in 
Brown  Township  until  his  death  and  was  one 


of  the  influential  men  of  his  community,  both 
he  and  his  wife  having  attained  to  advanced 
age.  They  became  the  parents  of  a fine  family 
of  thirteen  children — Nancy,  Jesse,  Elizabeth, 
John  W.,  Mary,  David,  Robert,  Jr.,  Rachel, 
James,  Sarah,  William,  Ellen,  wife  of  Walter 
Clark  Lewis,  and  Lewis,  a resident  of  Bayard. 
Columbiana  County.  Ellen  and  Lewis  are  the 
only  surviving  members  of  this  family.  All  of 
the  sons  except  John  W.  and  Lewis  were  sol- 
diers of  the  Union  in  the  Civil  war. 

John  W.  Reed  was  reared  on  the  old  home- 
stead farm  which  was  the  place  of  his  birth  and 
gained  his  early  education  in  the  common 
schools  of  the  locality.  He  inherited  a part  of 
the  large  tract  of  land  accumulated  by  his  fa- 
ther, who  gave  to  each  son  a farm  of  forty 
acres.  John  W.  purchased  an  additional  tract 
of  eighty  acres,  besides  the  forty  acres  which 
he  eventually  gave  to  Thomas  Tool,  who  has 
been  reared  in  his  home.  Mr.  Reed  became  a 
stalwart  supporter  of  the  cause  of  the  republican 
party,  though  his  father  had  been  a democrat, 
and  he  gave  liberal  support  to  the  Lutheran 
Church,  of  which  his  venerable  widow  has  been 
a lifelong  communicant. 

On  the  2d  of  April,  1862,  was  solemnized  the 
marriage  of  Mr.  Reed  to  Miss  Nancy  Miller, 
who  was  born  in  Monroe  Township,  Carroll 
County,  October  26.  1832,  a daughter  of  Jacob 
and  Jennie  (Morley)  Miller.  Mr.  Miller  was 
born  in  Pennsylvania,  in  1796,  and  his  wife  was 
bom  in  the  state  of  New  York,  in  the  same 
year.  He  was  a son  of  Abram  and  Rebecca 
( Sprite)  Miller,  natives  of  Germany  and  pio- 
neer settlers  in  Pennsylvania.  Jacob  Miller  and 
his  wife  came  to  Carroll  County  about  the  year 
1824  and  he  took  up  government  land  in  Mon- 
roe Township,  where  he  reclaimed  a productive 
farm  from  the  forest  wilds,  the  old  place  being 
now  known  as  the  Scott  Wright  farm.  On  this 
old  homestead  Mr.  Miller  died  in  1857,  his  wife 
having  passed  away  in  1854.  Both  were  zealous 
communicants  of  the  Lutheran  Church.  They 
became  the  parents  of  nine  children:  Mary 

married  a Mr.  Lewis  and  was  the  mother  of 
Walter  Clark  Lewis,  mentioned  elsewhere  in 
this  work;  Abram.  Isaac,  Jacob,  Andrew,  Ruth. 
Jane,  Sarah,  and  Nancy,  the  last  named  being 
the  only  one  of  the  number  now  living. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Reed  became  the  parents  of  five 
children : Charles  married  Margaret  Hunter 

and  they  now  reside  in  the  state  of  Colorado, 
their  two  children  being  Ethel  and  John,  the 
latter  having  been  in  the  nation's  military  serv- 
ice in  the  late  World  war  and  having  been  with 
the  American  Expeditionary  Forces  in  France 
from  September  18,  1918,  until  the  summer  of 
1919.  Ruth  is  the  wife  of  William  Dieringer, 
and  they  have  one  son,  Herman.  Flora  is  the 
wife  of  Dr.  Albert  E.  Wagner,  of  Paris,  Ohio: 
Miss  Margaret  remains  with  her  widowed 
mother;  and  Laura  is  the  wife  of  John  Buck, 
of  Union  Township,  Carroll  County,  their  one 
child  being  a son,  Charles. 

Henry  Buel,  an  honored  member  of  one  of 
of  the  sterling  pioneer  families  of  Carroll 
County,  has  resided  at  Malvern  from  the  time 
of  his  birth  and  is  now  nearing  the  age  of  three 
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score  years  and  ten,  so  that  it  is  evident  that 
few  citizens  of  the  village  at  the  present  day 
can  claim  so  prolonged  and  continuous  residence 
here.  For  thirty-six  years  Mr.  Buel  was  asso- 
ciated with  the  operations  of  the  planing  mill 
and  business  owned  and  conducted  by  his  brother 
Frederick,  and  he  is  now  living  retired,  save 
that  he  finds  recreation  and  vitalizing  energy 
through  his  application  each  season  to  the  fine 
gardens  which  he  maintains  on  his  home  prop- 
erty, which  comprises  about  four  village  lots 
and  which  has  been  his  place  of  residence  fully 
forty  years.  He  is  a son  of  the  late  David 
Buel,  and  adequate  record  concerning  the  fam- 
ily is  given  on  other  pages  of  this  volume. 

Henry  Buel  was  born  at  Malvern  on  the  16th 
of  November,  1845,  and  here  he  received  his 
early  education  In  the  schools  of  the  period. 
As  previously  intimated,  the  major  part  of  his 
active  career  was  marked  by  tils  association 
with  the  industrial  enterprise  conducted  by  his 
brother,  and  he  has  always  taken  lively  inter- 
est in  everything  touching  the  welfare  and  ad- 
vancement of  his  native  village  and  county.  His 
political  support  is  given  to  the  republican 
party  and  his  religious  faith  is  that  of  the  Lu- 
theran Church,  of  which  his  wife  likewise  is  an 
earnest  communicant. 

Mr.  Buel  was  too  young  to  be  eligible  for  mili- 
tary service  at  the  Inception  of  the  Civil  war, 
but  before  its  close  he  had  opportunity  to  mani- 
fest effectively  his  youthful  patriotism.  On  the 
11th  of  January,  1862,  he  enlisted  In  Company 
A,  Eightieth  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  and  his 
total  period  of  service  covered  about  eighteen 
months.  His  assignment  was  changed  from 
Company  A to  Company  K,  of  the  regiment 
above  mentioned,  and  with  the  latter  he  served 
until  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  enlistment. 
Later  he  re-enlisted  In  Company  A.  One  Hun- 
dred and  Ninety-Seventh  Ohio  Volunteer  In- 
fantry, this  company  having  been  tbe  last  to 
leave  Ohio  prior  to  the  close  of  the  war.  Mr. 
Buel  took  part  in  the  siege  of  Corinth  and  a 
number  of  skirmishes  and  other  minor  engage- 
ments. and  remained  with  his  last  regiment 
until  victory  had  crowned  the  Union  arms  and 
the  war  came  to  Its  end.  He  has  long  main- 
tained active  affiliation  with  the  Grand  Army  of 
tbe  Republic. 

April  14.  1868,  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Buel  to  Miss  Almira  H.  Liggett,  who  was  born 
in  Harrison  Township,  Carroll  County,  Septem- 
ber 28.  1845,  a daughter  of  Nathan  and  Wini- 
fred (Masters)  Liggett,  the  former  a native  of 
Ohio  and  the  latter  of  Pennsylvania.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Liggett  came  to  Carroll  County  in  the  pio- 
neer days,  and  here  he  died  about  the  year 
1855.  aged  thirty-eight  years,  his  widow  having 
long  survived  him  and  having  been  seventy-one 
years  of  age  at  the  time  of  her  death,  in  1864. 
They  became  the  parents  of  six  children — Mary 
Jane.  Ellen,  Almira  H.,  Hannah,  Amanda,  and 
Samantha.  Of  the  number  only  Mrs.  Buel  and 
her  sister  Amanda  are  living  at  the  time  of  this 
writing,  in  1620.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Buel  have  one 
daughter,  Winifred,  who  was  born  February  1, 
1866.  and  who  is  the  wife  of  Herbert  A.  Coomb, 
their  home  being  in  the  city  of  Chicago,  Illinois. 
They  have  two  children — Ray  Willard,  and  Lu- 


cille, the  latter  being  at  the  parental  home; 
Ray  W.  married  Frances  Frey  and  they  have  a 
little  daughter,  Madaline. 

David  O.  Rutan,  who  is  now  living  retired  in 
the  city  of  Carrollton,  has  long  been  one  of  the 
influential  and  honored  citizens  of  his  native 
county,  of  which  he  has  served  as  treasurer  and 
which  he  has  represented  in  the  lower  house  of 
the  state  legislature.  He  has  been  active  not 
only  in  public  affairs  but  has  also  contributed 
his  quota  to  the  advancement  of  farm  industry 
in  Carroll  County,  and  for  many  years  he  was 
one  of  the  leading  buyers  and  shippers  of  wool 
from  this  part  of  the  state, 

Mr.  Rutan  was  born  In  Perry  Township,  Car- 
roll  County.  August  16,  1843,  and  is  a repre- 
sentative of  a family  whose  name  has  been 
identified  with  thfc  history  of  this  county  for 
more  than  a century,  his  paternal  grandparents, 
Peter  and  Elizabeth  Rutan  having  settled  in  the 
southern  part  of  the  county  in  1818,  in  the 
portion  of  the  county  that  was  at  that  time  in- 
cluded In  Harrison  County.  Of  their  six  chil- 
dren Alexander  A.  was  born  in  Fayette  County, 
Pennsylvania,  and  was  a boy  at  the  time  of  the 
family  removal  to  Ohio.  He  was  reared  on  the 
pioneer  farm  of  his  father,  in  what  is  now  Car- 
roll  County,  and  eventually  he  came  Into  con- 
trol of  the  old  home  farm,  on  which  he  remained 
until  his  death,  In  1881,  when  seventy-five  years 
of  age.  His  wife,  whose  maiden  name  was 
Sarah  Wortman,  was  born  in  New  Brunswick, 
Canada,  and  was  a girl  when  she  accompanied 
her  parents  to  Carroll  County.  She  survived 
her  husband  by  several  years  and  was  a resident 
of  Carrollton  at  the  time  of  her  death.  Of  the 
eight  children  David  O.,  of  this  sketch,  was  the 
fifth  in  order  of  birth. 

The  rural  schools  of  his  native  township  af- 
forded Davod  O.  Rutan  his  preliminary  edu- 
cation, which  was  supplemented  by  his  attend- 
ing Rural  Seminary,  at  Harlem  Springs,  and 
Scio  College.  In  1864  he  enlisted,  for  a term 
of  100  days  in  Company  I,  One  Hundred  and 
Fifty-S'eventh  Ohio  Infantry,  of  which  he  was 
made  a corporal,  an  office  in  which  he  served 
until  he  was  mustered  out,  September  2d  of  the 
same  year.  In  January,  1865,  he  re-enlisted,  in 
Company  A,  One  Hundred  and  Eighty-Sixth 
Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  with  which  he  con- 
tinued in  active  service  until  the  close  of  the 
war,  the  regiment  having  been  a part  of  the 
Army  of  the  Cumberland.  His  brother,  James 
S.  was  first  lieutenant  in  a Pennsylvania  regi- 
ment In  the  Civil  war,  and  thereafter  served  as 
a member  of  the  Pennsylvania  senate,  as 
United  States  marshal  and  as  collector  of  the 
port  of  Pittsburgh.  He  was  tendered,  by  Presi- 
dent Grant,  appointment  to  the  office  of  United 
States  consul  at  Florence,  Italy,  but  declined 
this  honor.  Another  brother,  Samuel  M.,  was  a 
sergeant  in  the  Ninety-Eighth  Ohio  Volunteer 
Infantry,  and  in  the  battle  of  Chicka manga  re- 
ceived a severe  wound. 

After  the  close  of  the  war  David  O.  Rutan 
resumed  his  active  association  with  farm  enter- 
prise in  Carroll  County,  and  he  developed  and 
improved  one  of  the  model  farms  of  Perry 
Township,  where  he  remained  until  his  removal 
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to  Carrollton.  He  became  one  of  the  most  ex- 
tensive and  well  known  buyers  and  shippers  of 
wool  In  Ohio,  In  which  field  of  enterprise  he 
initiated  his  activities  in  1871,  and  his  opera- 
tions In  the  succeeding  years  having  Involved 
the  handling  of  fully  15,000,000  pounds  of  wool. 
He  still  continues  his  association  with  this  im- 
portant line  of  business,  in  connection  with 
which  his  reputation  has  ever  been  of  the 
highest. 

Mr.  Rutan  has  been  an  active  and  influential 
figure  in  the  councils  and  campaign  service  of 
the  republican  party  in  this  section  of  .the  state 
and  became  specially  zealous  In  the  furtherance 
of  candidacy  of  late  President  William  McKin- 
ley when  the  latter  made  his  Initial  campaign 
for  Congress.  In  1880  Mr.  Rutan  was  elected 
treasurer  of  his  native  county,  by  a splendid 
majority,  and  in  1807  he  was  elected  to  repre- 
sent the  Carroll-Harrlson  district  in  the  Ohio 
legislature.  Mr.  Rutan  was  one  of  the  execu- 
tors of  the  estate  of  Samuel  J.  Cameron,  in 
which  connection  he  had  financial  control  of  the 
Carroll  Republican  from  the  time  of  the  death 
of  Mr.  Cameron  until  the  property  was  sold  to 
the  Standard  Publishing  Company.  Later  he 
purchased  the  Carroll  Free  Press,  of  which  he 
retained  control  three  years,  at  the  expiration 
of  which  he  sold  the  paper  and  business  to  the 
Standard  Publishing  Company.  He  is  affiliated 
with  the  Masonic  fraternity  and  with  McAllister 
Post,  No.  212,  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  at 
Carrollton.  Both  he  and  his  wife  are  members 
of  the  Presbyterian  ChurclJ  in  their  home  city 
and  he  has  given  many  years  of  service  as  a 
member  of  its  board  of  trustees. 

September  6,  1870,  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Rutan  to  Miss  Anna  H.  Ebersole,  who  like- 
wise was  bora  and  reared  in  Carroll  County 
and  who  is  a daughter  of  the  late  John  Ebersole 
and  Susan  (Hewett)  Ebersole.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Rutan  have  three  children — Arthur  A.,  Helen  F. 
and  Sarah  O.  Helen  is  the  wife  of  James  C. 
McKalip. 

Henry  Clark  Gamble.  Among  breeders  of 
pure-bred  livestock  in  Carroll  County,  Henry 
Clark  Gamble  ranks  as  one  of  the  leaders.  Some 
years  ago  he  ceased  handling  grade  stock  alto- 
gether, and  believes  that  the  best  pleasure  and 
the  best  profit  can  be  derived  only  from  handling 
the  best  of  pure-breds  and  his  farm  records  for 
several  years  are  convincing  proof  of  the  sound- 
ness of  his  judgment. 

Mr.  Gamble,  whose  home  is  in  Rose  Township, 
was  born  on  the  homestead  where  he  now  lives 
March  23,  1867.  His  people  have  lived  In  this 
section  of  Ohio  since  pioneer  times.  His  grand- 
father Solomon  Gamble  came  from  Pennsylvania 
to  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  where  he  married 
Anne  Young.  Their  son  Solomon  Young  Gam- 
ble was  born  in  Harrison  County,  and  was  thir- 
teen years  old  when  the  family  moved  to  Car- 
roll  County  and  located  on  a farm  of  163  acres, 
where  the  grandfather  died  in  February,  1880, 
and  the  mother  in  1879.  Solomon  Young  Gam- 
ble is  still  living  and  has  been  a prosperous 
farmer  all  his  life.  His  wife  died  February  8, 
1894.  The  family  consisted  of  three  sons  and 
three  daughters,  Henry  C.  being  the  third  in  age. 


During  his  boyhood  he  was  permitted  to  at- 
tend the  winter  sessions  of  school  District  No.  1 
in  Rose  Township,  and  he  learned  farming  by 
practical  experience  at  home.  He  finished  his 
school  work  at  the  age  of  eighteen,  and  since 
then  has  been  engaged  in  farming  either  for 
himself  or  for  others. 

January  13,  1805,  he  married  Miss  Mary  Han- 
nah Wear,  daughter  of  Cyrus  and  May  Wear  of 
Mapleton.  She  died  December  25,  1807,  leaving 
one  son,  Charles  Clark  Gamble,  who  was  born 
in  1896  and  is  now  living  at  Canton,  Ohio.  On 
March  1,  1809,  Mr.  Gamble  married  Emma 
Burke,  daughter  of  William  and  Susan  (Shaf- 
fer) Burke.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Gamble  have  seven 
children:  John  Desmond,  born  in  1899;  Ralph 
Bryan,  bora  In  1901 ; Floyd  S..  born  in  1904 ; 
Mary  Myrtle,  bora  in  1907 : Alice  Winona  and 
Annie  Laurie.  The  son,  John  Desmond,  mar- 
ried Hazd  FfAber.  of  Lindentree,  Rose  Town- 
ship, and  has  a daughter  Hazel  Marie. 

After  his  first  marriage  Mr.  Gamble  rented  a 
quarter  section  of  land  in  Rose  Township,  but 
after  farming  that  for  two  years  returned  to 
the  old  homestead  in  1898  and  now  owns  140 
acres,  divided  into  two  farms.  He  has  been 
singularly  successful  as  a stock  farmer,  and  is 
regarded  as  one  of  the  largest  breeders  in  the 
county.  His  stock  consists  of  pure-bred  Berk- 
shire hogs,  Jersey  and  Short  Horn  cattle,  and 
Delaine  registered  sheep.  He  is  a member  of  the 
National  Delaine  Sheep  Association  and  a mem- 
ber of  the  National  Grange  at  Atwood.  He  is 
now  central  committeeman  of  the  democratic 
party,  and  is  in  his  third  consecutive  term  as 
township  trustee.  He  was  also  elected  four 
terms  for  a term  of  three  years  each  as  a mem- 
ber of  the  Carroll  County  Fair  Board.  He  is  a 
director  of  the  township  school  board. 

Robert  A.  McLaughlin,  whose  death  occurred 
July  29,  1909,  was  a representative  of  one  of 
the  well-known  and  highly  honored  pioneer  fam- 
ilies of  Carroll  County  and  in  his  earnest  and 
well-ordered  life  he  well  upheld  the  prestige  of 
the  name  which  he  bore.  As  a native  son  of 
Carroll  County  and  as  a man  of  sterling  char- 
acter and  worthy  achievement,  he  merits  a me- 
morial tribute  in  this  history. 

Mr.  McLaughlin  was  bora  in  Lee  Township, 
Carroll  County,  June  22,  1859,  and  is  a son  of 
William  L.  and  Jane  (Anderson)  McLaughlin, 
the  former  of  whom  was  bora  on  the  old  home- 
stead farm.  In  Lee  Township,  January  12,  1823, 
and  the  latter  was  also  born  and  reared  in  Car- 
roll  County.  James  McLaughlin,  grandfather  of 
William  L.,  was  a native  of  Scotland  and  came 
to  America  about  the  middle  of  the  eighteenth 
century,  the  remainder  of  his  life  having  been 
passed  in  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania. 
He  married  Margaret  Mitchell  and  they  became 
the  parents  of  nine  children.  James  McLaugh- 
lin took  part  In  the  French  and  Indian  war  and 
also  the  War  of  the  Revolution. 

Robert  McLaughlin,  father  of  William  L.,  was 
born  In  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania.  Feb- 
ruary 16,  1782.  and  there,  in  1810,  was  solemn- 
ized his  marriage  to  Nancy  Lindsay,  who  was 
born  December  19,  1786.  They  became  the  par- 
ents of  eleven  children,  all  of  whom  were  bora 
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in  Carroll  County,  Ohio,  where  the  parents  es- 
tablished their  home  in  1810 — the  year  of  their 
marriage.  Robert  McLaughlin  reclaimed  a 
farm  from  the  virgin  forest  and  became  one  of 
the  honored  and  influential  citizens  of  Carroll 
County,  in  the  organization  of  which  he  assisted. 
He  served  in  various  local  offices,  united  with 
the  republican  party  at  the  time  of  its  organi- 
zation, and  did  well  his  part  in  the  initial 
stages  of  development  and  progress  in  this  sec- 
tion of  Ohio.  He  was  one  of  the  honored  pio- 
neer citizens  of  Lee  Township  at  the  time  of  his 
death,  February  5,  1869,  and  his  widow  passed 
away  on  the  24th  of  February  of  the  following 
year. 

That  William  L.  McLaughlin  profited  fully  by 
the  advantages  afforded  in  the  primitive  pio- 
neer schools  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  at  the 
age  of  twenty- two  years  he  became  a teacher  in 
the  local  schools  and  that  he  succesfully  fol- 
lowed the  pedagogic  profession  five  years.  He 
finally  came  into  ownership  of  the  old  home- 
stead farm  on  which  he  was  born  and  there  he 
continued  his  well  ordered  activities  as  an  agri- 
culturist and  stock-grower  during  the  remainder 
of  his  active  career.  He  was  of  venerable  age 
at  the  time  of  his  death,  as  was  also  his  wife, 
and  of  their  ten  children,  Robert  A.,  of  this 
memoir,  was  the  eldest.  William  L.  McLaugh- 
lin married,  in  1854,  Miss  Elizabeth  McAllister, 
whose  death  occurred  May  1,  1858,  and  who 
was  survived  by  one  daughter,  Elizabeth.  Octo- 
ber 13,  1858,  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr.  Mc- 
Laughlin to  Miss  Jane  Anderson,  and  of  their 
children  nine  are  now  living,  Robert  A.,  Am- 
brose E„  Sheridan  B.,  Horace  T.,  James  R.. 
Samuel  C.,  William  D..  Viola  J.,  Ella  F.  Both 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  McLaughlin  were  earnest  mem- 
bers of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  and  in 
politics  Mr.  McLaughlin  was  a staunch  republi- 
can, he  having  served  In  various  local  offices, 
including  that  of  township  trustee. 

Robert  A.  McLaughlin  passed  the  period  of 
his  childhood  on  the  old  home  farm  which  had 
originally  been  owned  by  his  paternal  grand- 
father, and  there  he  continued  to  reside  until 
he  had  attained  to  the  age  of  twenty-five  years, 
his  educational  advantages  in  the  meanwhile 
having  been  those  of  the  public  schools  of  Lee 
Township.  He  learned  the  carpenter’s  trade, 
and  to  this  he  gave  his  attention  until  he  was 
chosen  manager  of  the  Bergholz  Telephone 
Company  at  Carrollton,  a position  of  which  he 
continued  the  efficient  incumbent  until  his  death. 
His  political  allegiance  was  given  to  the  re- 
publican party  and  he  was  an  earnest  member 
of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  as  is  also 
his  widow,  she  having  been  chief  operator  in 
the  Carrollton  office  of  the  Bergholz  Telephone 
Company  since  October.  1904. 

On  the  30th  of  September.  1884,  was  solemn- 
ized the  marriage  of  Mr.  McLaughlin  to  Miss 
Sarah  Jane  Scarlott,  who  likewise  was  born 
in  I>ee  Township  and  who  is  a daughter  of 
Stephen  and  Letitia  (Fawcett)  Scarlott.  both 
natives  of  Lee  Township,  where  the  respective 
families  settled  in  the  pioneer  days.  The  pater- 
nal grandparents  of  Mrs.  McLaughlin  were 
William  and  Elizabeth  Ellen  Scarlott,  and  her 
maternal  grandparents,  Alexander  and  Bessie 


(Riley)  Fawcett,  were  natives  of  Ireland,  they 
having  been  well  known  pioneer  citizens  of  Car- 
roll  County  at  the  time  of  their  deaths.  In 
conclusion  of  this  memoir  is  given  brief  record 
concerning  the  children  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Mc- 
Laughlin: Lela  J.  is  the  wife  of  Ernest  Favrl, 
of  Carroll  County,  and  they  have  five  children — 
Herman,  Harry,  Sarah,  Helen,  and  Robert. 
Bessie  is  the  wife  of  Roy  George,  and  they  have 
two  children — Ralph  and  Leonard.  Grace  re- 
mains with  her  widowed  mother  in  their  pleas- 
ant home  at  Carrollton.  Harry  F.,  who  was 
bom  in  Fox  Township,  Carroll  County,  October 
6,  1895,  was  graduated  in  the  Carrollton  High 
School  as  a member  of  the  class  of  1913.  In 
the  same  year  he  took  a position  in  the  offices 
of  the  Cummings  Trust  Company,  of  Carrollton, 
and  he  was  thus  engaged  until  October  6,  1917, 
when  he  was  called  into  the  nation’s  service  in 
connection  with  American  participation  in  the 
great  World  war.  He  was  assigned  to  the  medi- 
cal detachment  of  the  Three  Hundred  and 
Thirty-second  Infantry,  and  was  at  Camp  Sher- 
man. Ohio,  until  June,  1918,  when  he  went  with 
his  command  to  New  York  City,  where,  on  the 
13th  of  June,  he  sailed  for  France.  He  landed 
in  France  on  the  23d  of  the  same  month,  and 
previously  had  received  warrant  as  a sergeant 
first  class.  Medical  Department.  On  the  22d 
of  November,  1918,  he  was  commissioned  a first 
lieutenant  in  the  Sanitary  Corps,  and  he  re- 
mained In  active  service  in  France  until  July, 
1919,  the  15th  of  that  month  having  recorded 
his  arrival  in  the  port  of  New  York  City.  On 
the  5th  of  the  following  month  he  received  his 
honorable  discharge,  and  on  the  1st  of  Septem- 
ber, 1919,  he  was  made  secretary  of  the  Cum- 
mings Trust  Company.  In  which  position  he 
served  up  to  September,  1920,  when  he  was 
elected  cashier  of  The  First  National  Bank  of 
Carrollton,  which  Is  rapidly  growing  with  suc- 
cess. He  is  independent  In  politics  and  is  affili- 
ated with  the  Masonic  and  Odd  Fellows  frater- 
nities. July  28.  1917,  recorded  the  marriage  *of 
Harry  F.  McLaughlin  to  Miss  Florence  E. 
McCully,  daughter  of  P.  O.  McCully,  of  whom 
mention  is  made  on  other  pages.  Of  this  union 
two  children  were  born,  Harry,  Jr.,  who  was 
born  September  1,  1918,  while  his  father  was 
in  service  in  France,  and  whose  life  shall  con- 
stitute a memorial  to  the  loyalty  and  patriotism 
of  his  youthful  sire,  and  Retha  Virginia,  born 
August  7,  1920. 

J.  Madtson  Long,  one  of  the  leading  farmers 
of  Carroll  County,  owns  a fine  farm  of  213  acres 
of  land  in  Center  Township.  He  is  recognized 
as  one  of  the  practical  agriculturists  of  this  part 
of  Ohio  and  many  of  his  operations  are  watched 
with  interest,  and  his  methods  are  adopted  by 
those  less  progressive  than  he.  Mr.  Long  was 
horn  in  East  Township,  Carroll  County,  March 
29,  1860.  a son  of  John  and  Angeline  (Heston) 
Long,  and  grandson  of  Martin  Long,  bom  in 
Washington  County,  Pennsylvania,  who  came  to 
Ohio  at  an  early  day  and  settled  in  Augusta 
Township.  He  was  married  to  Elizabeth  Harsh 
and  they  became  the  parents  of  three  sons  and 
four  daughters,  of  whom  John  Long  was  the 
eldest.  Martin  Long  died  in  1888,  his  wife  liav- 
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Ing  passed  away  in  1884.  The  family  have  been 
associated  with  farming  interests  for  genera- 
tions. John  Long  was  born  in  Augusta  Town- 
ship, in  a little  log  cabin,  but  came  to  East 
Township  after  his  marriage.  He  and  his  wife 
had  eleven  children,  of  whom  all  but  one  are 
now  living,  and  of  them  all  J.  Madison  Long 
was  the  second  in  order  of  birth.  John  Long 
died  in  1910,  but  his  widow  survives  him.  She 
was  born  In  1840. 

Growing  up  on  the  farm,  J.  Madison  Long 
assisted  his  father  in  operating  it  and  during 
the  winter  months  attended  the  country  schools 
in  District  No.  6,  East  Township.  When  he  was 
nineteen  years  old  he  left  school  and  devoted 
all  of  his  time  to  the  farm  until  he  reached 
his  majority.  He  then  began  working  for  him- 
self. and  for  the  next  nine  years  received  an 
average  of  $16  per  month,  and  of  that  time  only, 
was  idle  for  two  weeks,  and  of  that  period  was 
sick  for  one  week.  He  was  ambitious  and  man- 
aged to  attend  high  school  for  a year.  Mr. 
Long  then  entered  a different  field  of  action 
and  for  five  years  and  three  months  was  en- 
gaged in  clerking  in  a men’s  furnishng  store 
at  Augusta. 

In  1888  Mr.  Long  was  marred  to  Flora  8. 
Crawford,  a daughter  of  John  T.  and  Hannah 
(Shaw)  Crawford,  and  they  became  the  parents 
of  three  chldren,  namely:  John  C.,  who  is  at 
home;  Lawson  C.,  who  is  at  home;  and  Ange- 
line,  who  Is  Mrs.  Frank  Johnson,  of  Carrollton. 
After  his  marriage  Mr.  Long  settled  on  a farm 
of  eighty  acres  in  Center  Township  which  he 
had  previously  purchased,  and  added  to  it  two 
and  one-half  acres.  Subsequently  he  made  sev- 
eral purchases  of  thirty,  twenty-five  and  one- 
half  and  seventy-five  acres,  and  now  has  213 
acres  all  in  one  piece.  His  first  wife  died  in 
1905  and  Mr.  Long  was  married  to  Mary 
Leeper,  a daughter  of  William  and  Margaret 
(Masterson)  Leeper,  of  Leesvllle,  Ohio. 

In  addition  to  general  farming,  in  which  he 
has  been  very  successful,  Mr.  Long  has  other 
interests  and  is  a stockholder  of  the  Farmers 
Exchange  of  Carrollton.  Very  active  In  the 
democratic  party,  he  served  as  trustee  of  Center 
Township  for  two  years  and  as  a member  of 
the  Board  of  Education  for  fifteen  years.  In 
1920  he  ran  for  representative  of  his  district 
on  his  party  ticket,  but  was  defeated,  although 
he  ran  1,500  votes  ahead  of  his  ticket  on  account 
of  his  personal  popularity.  Long  a member  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Carrollton,  he  is 
now  an  elder  of  It.  All  that  Mr.  Long  possesses 
today  he  has  made  himself,  and  he  deserves 
great  credit  for  his  perseverance  and  industry. 
While  he  has  achieved  a very  gratifying  success, 
he  has  accomplished  that  which  is  much  better, 
won  appreciation  from  his  fellow  citizens  be- 
cause of  his  many  praiseworthy  characteristics. 

Georoe  Thompson  is  one  of  the  oldest  resi- 
dents of  Carroll  County,  and  still  lives  on  a 
fine  farm  which  his  energies  developed  near 
Jewett  in  Loudon  Township. 

He  was  born  in  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  Feb- 
ruary 23.  1833,  son  of  Andrew  and  Jane  (Sloan) 
Thompson.  His  father  was  born  In  County 
Armagh,  Ireland,  of  Scotch-Irish  ancestry,  and 


was  brought  to  America  by  his  widowed  mother, 
who  settled  with  her  family  In  Harrison  County, 
Ohio,  in  1830.  Jane  Sloan  was  born  in  County 
Tyrone,  Ireland,  daughter  of  William  and  Mary 
(Sloan  ) Sloan.  William  Sloan  made  two  trips 
to  the  United  States,  first  locating  at  Smith- 
field.  Ohio.  After  being  there  a few  years  he 
went  back  to  Ireland  for  the  purpose  of  getting 
the  money  due  him  for  several  years  of  service 
in  the  English  navy,  but  was  unsuccessful,  and 
soon  returned  to  America  and  settled  in  Harri- 
son County  and  later  in  Loudon  Township  of 
Carroll  County,  where  he  died.  Andrew  Thomp- 
son and  wife  after  their  marriage  lived  for  a 
year  near  North  Rumley,  Ohio,  and  then  bought 
land  in  Loudon  Township,  where  he  lived  until 
his  death  on  February  14,  1864,  and  she  passed 
away  February  10,  1853.  Of  their  children 
George  Thompson  Is  the  oldest ; Mary,  deceased, 
was  the  wife  of  William  Waggener ; Sarah  died 
at  the  age  of  eight  years;  Elizabeth,  of  Harri- 
son County,  is  the  widow  of  Joseph  Barr;  and 
William,  Robert  and  Andrew  are  all  deceased. 

George  Thompson  grew  up  in  a pioneer  dis- 
trict, acquired  his  education  in  Loudon  Town- 
ship, walking  two  miles  between  home  and 
school.  In  1856  he  married  Hannah  Rutan,  who 
was  born  in  Loudon  Township  in  July.  1832, 
and  died  in  March,  1903,  after  nearly  half  a 
century  of  married  companionship.  She  was  a 
daughter  of  Daniel  and  Margaret  (Carr)  Rutan, 
the  former  a native  of  France  and  of  Huguenot 
ancestry,  while  her  mother  was  a native  of 
Ireland.  After  his  marriage  George  Thompson 
moved  to  an  eighty  acre  farm  given  him  by  his 
father  in  Loudon  Township.  Four  years  later 
he  sold  that  and  bought  a place  in  Harrison 
County.  After  living  there  twelve  years  he  sold 
and  bought  248  acres  of  improved  land  in  sec- 
tion 10  of  Loudon  Township.  Not  until  1920 
did  the  infirmities  of  age  cause  Mr.  Thompson 
to  give  up  his  active  supervision  of  his  farming 
interests,  though  since  1911  he  has  rented  out 
most  of  the  land.  For  years  he  made  a spe- 
cialty of  raising  Delaine  sheep.  Mr.  Thompson 
is  an  independent  in  politics  and  has  been  a 
lifelong  member  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church.  He  was  a member  of  the  local  church 
of  that  denomination  until  it  was  disorganized 
in  May,  1919. 

Of  his  children  the  eldest  is  John,  a resident 
of  Stark  County,  Ohio.  The  second,  Margaret, 
died  at  the  age  of  sixteen.  Andrew,  also  de- 
ceased, left  two  children,  Agnes,  a school 
teacher,  and  Andrew,  who  died  at  the  age  of 
twenty-one.  Elizabeth,  the  fourth  of  Mr.  Thomp- 
son’s children,  died  at  the  age  of  twenty-seven. 
Miss  Sarah  is  his  housekeeper.  Robert  is  a 
minister  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church, 
pastor  of  the  First  Church  at  Des  Moines,  Iowa, 
and  has  three  children  named  Samuel.  George 
and  Dorothy.  The  next  child,  Clarence,  died  in 
infancy. 

David  McBurney  came  with  his  young  wife 
to  Carroll  County,  Ohio,  from  their  native 
county  In  Pennsylvania,  and  they  established 
their  home  in  a primitive  log  house  in  Center 
Township,  where  Mr.  McBurney  became  the 
owner  of  a partially  reclaimed  farm  that  rep- 
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resented  land  previously  secured  from  the  Gov- 
ernment, by  a man  named  Pugh.  It  was  in  the 
year  1832  that  this  sterling  young  couple  thus 
made  the  overland  journey  from  Washington 
County,  Pennsylvania,  to  Ohio,  in  the  year  of 
their  marriage,  Mrs.  MoBurney  riding  the  entire 
distance  on  horseback  and  her  husband  driving 
a team  that  transported  the  covered  wagon 
containing  their  meager  outfit  of  household 
goods.  In  their  log  cabin  Mr.  and  Mrs.  McBur- 
ney  installed  one  of  the  first  cook-stoves  brought 
into  Center  Township,  and  the  neighbors  in  the 
pioneer  community  came  for  miles  to  view  the 
new  device.  The  young  couple  bravely  faced 
the  vicissitudes  and  manifold  labors  of  pioneer 
life,  and  the  domestic  economies  of  the  cheery 
little  home  included  Mrs.  McBurney’s  applica- 
tion to  the  spinning  of  flax  and  wool  to  be  used 
in  making  clothing  for  the  family,  while  in 
1844  Mr.  McBurney  erected  on  his  farm  a sub- 
stantial brick  house,  the  third  to  be  erected  in 
all  of  Carroll  County.  In  this  comfortable 
dwelling  the  fine  family  of  children  were  reared 
to  maturity,  and  the  old  house  still  stands,  as 
one  of  the  landmarks  of  Center  Township.  Mr. 
McBurney  brought  his  farm  under  effective  cul- 
tivation and  In  the  passing  years  his  earnest 
labors  were  rewarded  with  a generous  measure 
of  prosperity.  He  was  a man  of  vigorous  men- 
tality, well  fortified  in  his  opinions,  true  and 
loyal  in  all  of  the  relations  of  life,  and  his 
course  was  guided  and  governed  by  lofty  In- 
tegrity and  a fine  sense  of  personal  stewardship. 
Without  ostentation,  he  aided  those  who  were 
in  affliction  or  distress,  and  he  was  a staunch 
supporter  of  measures  and  enterprises  tending 
to  advance  the  general  well  being  of  the  com- 
munity. He  was  a vigorous  abolitionist  in  the 
period  leading  up  to  the  Civil  war,  and  was  one 
of  only  six  to  vote  the  abolition  ticket  in  Carroll 
County.  He  was  thereafter  affiliated  with  the 
whig  party  until  the  organization  of  the  repub- 
lican party,  when  he  transferred  himself  to  the 
ranks  of  the  latter,  of  whose  principles  he  con- 
tinued a loyal  supporter  until  his  death.  He 
and  his  wife  were  loved  and  influential  members 
of  the  Scroggsfleld  United  Presbyterian  Church, 
in  which  he  served  many  years  as  ruling  elder. 
His  death  occurred  October  27,  1878,  and  his 
widow,  surviving  him  by  nearly  a quarter  of  a 
century,  remained  on  the  old  home  farm  until 
her  death,  March  27,  1901,  at  the  venerable  age 
of  nearly  eighty-nine  years,  her  birth  having 
occurred  in  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania, 
May  16,  1812. 

David  McBurney  was  born  in  Washington 
County,  Pennsylvania,  September  25,  1813,  the 
seventh  in  order  of  birth  of  five  sons  and  four 
daughters  of  John  McBurney,  who  was  born  in 
Ireland  and  who  was  a young  man  when  he 
came  to  America  and  settled  in  Pennsylvania, 
where  he  and  his  wife  passed  the  remainder  of 
their  lives.  David  McBurney  was  reared  under 
the  pioneer  conditions  in  Pennsylvania,  where 
he  received  the  advantages  of  the  common 
schools  of  his  native  county;  where  also  he 
gained  his  initial  experience  in  the  basic  in- 
dustry of  agriculture.  On  the  5th  of  January, 
1832,  he  was  united  in  marriage  to  Miss  Eliza 
Lyle,  and  in  the  following  March  they  set  forth 


on  the  long  and  tedious  journey  to  Ohio,  as 
noted  in  the  preceding  paragraph.  Mrs.  McBur- 
ney was  a daughter  of  James  and  Mary  (Camp- 
bell) Lyle,  the  Lyle  family,  of  Scotch-Irish  line- 
age, having  been  founded  in  Pennsylvania  prior 
to  the  War  of  the  Revolution,  and  having  there 
become  one  of  prominence  and  influence.  Aaron 
Lyle,  grandfather  of  Mrs.  McBurney,  represented 
his  district  In  the  United  States  Congress  for  a 
number  of  terms. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  McBurney  became  the  parents 
of  nine  children,  concerning  whom  brief  record 
is  given  In  conclusion  of  this  memoir:  Mary 
Ann  married  George  Barry  and  she  remained 
in  Carroll  County  until  her  death,  July  7,  1908. 
John  married  Miss  Martha  Burson,  of  Colum- 
biana County,  and  has  been  for  many  years  a 
resident  of  that  county.  Sarah  Jane  hever 
married  and  she  remained  on  the  old  homestead 
until  her  death,  October  12,  1899.  Elizabeth 
Ellen  died,  unmarried,  December  2,  1916.  Mar- 
garet. wife  of  Andrew  J.  Russell,  died  October 
26,  1884.  Esther,  in  company  with  her  sister, 
Martha,  removed  from  the  old  home  to  Carroll- 
ton in  the  year  1908.  and  here  her  death  oc- 
curred in  1913.  Kate  remained  with  her  sisters 
on  the  old  homestead  until  her  death,  July  2, 
1908.  Louella,  the  youngest  of  the  children,  be- 
came the  wife  of  a Mr.  Harvey,  and  her  death 
in  1855  was  the  first  break  in  the  family  circle. 
Martha  remained  with  her  sisters  at  the  fine  old 
home  in  Center  Township  until  after  the  death 
of  her  sister,  Kate,  in  1908,  and  she  and  her 
sister  Esther  then  removed  to  Carrollton,  as 
previously  stated.  Here  she  has  since  main- 
tained her  home,  and  she  is  now  the  only  sur- 
viving member  of  this  honored  pioneer  family 
remaining  in  Carroll  County.  Miss  McBurney 
not  only  owns  her  attractive  residence,  on  South 
Lisbon  Street,  but  also  the  valuable  old  home- 
stead farm  on  which  she  was  born,  the  place 
comprising  196  acres  and  being  one  of  the  fine 
landed  properties  of  Center  Township.  She  has 
witnessed  the  various  stages  of  development  and 
progress  in  her  native  county  and  her  memory 
links  the  pioneer  days  with  the  present  period 
of  opulent  prosperity,  the  while  she  is  favored 
In  being  surrounded  by  a goodly  company  of 
friends  who  are  tried  and  true.  She  is  a zeal- 
ous member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Car- 
rollton and  Is  active  in  its  work. 

Thomas  E.  Epfrsole  has  been  a resident  of 
Carroll  County  from  the  time  of  his  birth,  is 
a representative  of  a well  known  pioneer  family 
of  the  county  and  is  now  a progressive  and  suc- 
cessful exponent  of  farm  enterprise  in  Brown 
Township.  He  was  born  on  the  1st  of  Decem- 
ber, 1871,  and  is  a son  of  John  E.  Ebersole,  of 
whom  individual  mention  is  made  on  other 
pages  of  this  volume,  by  reason  of  which  fact 
it  Is  unnecessary  here  to  offer  further  data 
concerning  the  family  history. 

Thomas  Edgar  Ebersole  early  learned  the  les- 
sons of  practical  industry,  in  connection  with 
the  activities  of  the  home  farm,  and  in  the 
meanwhile  made  good  use  of  the  advantages 
offered  by  the  public  schools,  including  the  high 
school  at  Carrollton.  His  independent  career 
has  been  marked  by  close  and  effective  Identifl- 
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cation  with  agricultural  and  live-stock  industry 
and  his  well  improved  farm  comprises  146  acres, 
upon  which,  in  1912,  he  erected  his  present 
modern  and  commodious  residence.  For  a num- 
ber of  years  Mr.  Ebersole  gave  special  attention 
to  the  raising  of  the  best  type  of  Berkshire 
swine,  but  after  about  fourteen  years  of  special- 
izing in  this  line  of  stock-breeding  he  gradually 
reduced  his  operations.  He  still  raises  a due 
quota  of  live  stock  on  his  farm  and  has  attained 
marked  success  also  in  the  raising  of  pure-bred 
Minorca  poultry.  His  political  support  is  given 
to  the  republican  party  and  he  and  his  wife 
hold  membership  In  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

On  the  7th  of  September,  1892,  Mr.  Ebersole 
married  Miss  Ella  Miller,  who  was  born  in 
Washington  Township,  this  county,  April  13, 
1870,  a daughter  of  Henry  W.  and  Sarah 
( Stray er)  Miller,  both  likewise  natives  of  Car- 
roll  County,  where  the  former  was  born,  in 
Harrison  Township,  July  4,  1842,  and  the  latter 
on  the  14th  of  May,  1845.  Levi  Miller,  grand- 
father of  Mrs.  Ebersole,  was  a young  man  when 
he  came  to  Carroll  County,  where  he  became 
a pioneer  farmer,  and  who  later  conducted  a 
grocery  business  at  Carrollton.  His  first  wife, 
whose  maiden  name  was  Julia  A.  Riley,  died 
when  about  thirty  years  of  age,  and  both  he 
and  his  second  wife,  whose  maiden  name  was 
Mary  Houck  and  the  name  of  whose  first  hus- 
band was  Buck,  were  residents  of  Carrollton 
at  the  time  of  their  deaths,  both  having  been 
communicants  of  the  Lutheran  Church.  Levi 
Miller  was  bom  in  w’hat  is  now  Monroe  Town- 
ship, Carroll  County.  November  11,  1808,  and 
was  a son  of  Henry  and  Elizabeth  (Reader) 
Miller,  the  former  a native  of  Germany  and 
the  latter  of  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania, 
where  their  marriage  was  solemnized,  and 
whence  they  came  to  Ohio  and  settled  in  what 
is  now  Carroll  County  in  or  somewhat  prior  to 
the  year  1807.  They  lived  up  to  the  full  ten- 
sion of  frontier  life  and  Mr.  Miller  served  as 
a soldier  of  the  War  of  1812.  He  and  his  wife 
here  passed  the  remainder  of  their  lives  and  of 
their  six  children  Levi  was  the  eldest. 

Levi  and  Julia  A.  (Riley)  Miller  became  the 
parents  of  five  children,  and  of  the  number 
Henry  W.  was  the  only  one  who  attained  to 
venerable  years,  he  having  come  into  possession 
of  his  father’s  old  homestead  farm,  in  Washing- 
ton Township  and  having  developed  the  same 
Into  one  of  the  valuable  properties  of  the  county. 
He  married  Miss  Sarah  Strnyer,  a daughter  of 
John  and  Ruth  (Johnson)  Strayer,  who  were 
pioneers  of  Carroll  County  and  here  remained 
until  their  death. 

Mrs.  Ebersole  was  afforded  the  advantages 
of  the  Liberty  Hall  School,  in  Washington 
Township,  and  has  a wide  circle  of  friends  in 
her  native  county,  so  that  her  pleasant  home 
has  become  known  as  a center  of  gracious  hos- 
pitality. Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ebersole  became  the 
parents  of  two  children:  John  William,  who 
was  born  May  18.  1894,  died  at  the  age  of  nine 
weeks.  Henry  Miller  Ebersole  was  bom  No- 
vember 7.  1S(K».  and  his  early  educational  ad- 
vantages included  those  of  the  Carrollton  High 
School  and  a course  in  a business  college  in 
the  City  of  Canton.  He  now  holds  a responsible 


clerical  position  in  the  office  of  the  Otis  Com- 
pany, an  important  investment-banking  concern 
in  the  City  of  Cleveland.  In  May,  1918,  he  en- 
tered the  nation’s  military  service  in  connection 
with  the  World  war,  and  his  service,  of  about 
seven  months,  was  at  Camp  Joseph  E.  Johnston, 
Jacksonville,  Florida.  The  maiden  name  of  his 
wife  was  Minnie  Shaffer. 

James  Tarbebt.  Noteworthy  among  the  ac- 
tive and  thriving  agriculturists  of  Moorefleld 
Township,  Harrison  County,  is  James  Tarbert, 
a son  of  the  late  Albert  Tarbert,  who,  since  the 
death  of  his  father,  has  managed  the  parental 
homestead  with  the  same  vigorous  ability  and 
skill  that  characterized  his  father.  He  was 
bom,  September  18,  1885,  In  Freeport  Township, 
this  county. 

His  paternal  grandfather,  Andrew  Tarbert,  a 
son  of  James  Tarbert,  a pioneer  of  Nottingham 
Township,  Harrison  County,  spent  his  entire  life 
in  that  township,  during  his  years  of  activity 
having  been  engaged  in  agricultural  pursuits. 
He  married  Margaret  Wilson,  a native  of  Bel- 
mont County,  Ohio,  and  to  them  four  children 
were  born,  George,  Albert,  Nancy  and  Mary. 
They  were  both  of  a deeply  religious  nature, 
and  were  prominent  members  of  the  Notting- 
ham Presbyterian  Church. 

Albert  Tarbert,  the  second  son  in  succession 
of  birth  of  the  parental  household,  was  bora 
on  the  old  homestead  in  Nottingham  Township, 
September  17.  1852.  Engaging  in  agricultural 
pursuits  when  young,  he  was  first  a tiller  of 
the  soil  In  his  native  township,  from  there  com- 
ing to  Moorefleld  Township,  where  he  continued 
in  his  chosen  work  for  quite  a while.  He  sub- 
sequently followed  railroading  for  fifteen  or 
twenty  years,  and  on  retiring  from  that  employ- 
ment again  settled  in  Moorefleld  TWnship. 
where  he  resided  until  his  death,  June  27,  1994. 
He  was  held  In  high  respect  as  a man  and  a 
citizen,  and  was  a worthy  member  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church.  He  married  Mary  Elizabeth 
Parmer,  who  was  born  in  Nottingham  Township, 
April  28,  1855,  a daughter  of  John  Parmer. 

John  Parmer  was  born,  November  23,  1828, 
in  Ohio,  near  Coshocton,  of  thrifty  Scotch  an- 
cestry. A pioneer  of  Harrison  County,  he  be- 
came widely  known  as  a farmer  and  stock 
drover,  operating  first  In  Nottingham  Township, 
and  later  in  Freeport  Township,  residing  in  the 
latter  place  until  his  death.  November  18.  1905. 
He  married  Rachel  Tool,  a daughter  of  Thomas 
Tool,  who  located  in  Nottingham  Township  in 
early  pioneer  days,  and  there  entered  Govern- 
ment land,  from  which  he  reclaimed  a home- 
stead. She  was  born  December  22.  1836.  and 
died  September  29,  1919.  at  an  advanced  age. 
Of  the  union  of  John  and  Rachel  (Tool) 
Parmer  the  following  children  were  born, 
namely — Mary  Elizabeth  and  Martha  J.,  married 
Siemens  Rowland. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Albert  Tarbert  reared  four 
children,  namely:  John  Elmer:  James:  Bessie 
A.,  wife  of  W.  S.  Kildow.  has  two  children. 
James  Albert  and  Lester  Wayne:  and  Blanche 
M.  James  Tarbert  was  educated  in  the  schools 
of  Nottingham  and  Moorefleld  Townships,  and 
since  arriving  at  man’s  estate  has  devoted  his 
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time  and  energies  to  general  farming.  He  has 
never  married,  but  is  living  on  the  Clendening 
farm  with  his  widowed  mother,  while  his  sister, 
Blanche,  married  E.  D.  Clay,  of  Piedmont. 
Possessing  a practical  knowledge  of  the  various 
branches  of  his  chosen  occupation,  James  Tar- 
bert  is  carrying  on  general  farming  in  a highly 
satisfactory  manner,  his  labors  being  ajnply  re- 
warded by  the  abundant  crops  he  harvests  each 
year. 

William  Gotschall,  as  a citizen  of  sterling 
character  and  as  a successful  exponent  of  farm 
industry,  left  a benignant  impress  in  the  county 
which  represented  his  home  during  his  entire 
life  and  in  which  he  was  a scion  of  an  honored 
pioneer  family  whose  name  has  been  most 
worthily  linked  with  the  civic  and  material  de- 
velopment and  upbuilding  of  Carroll  County. 
He  was  born  in  this  county  in  the  year  1822,  a 
date  that  clearly  denotes  that  his  parents,  John 
and  Mary  (Polen)  Gotschall,  were  numbered 
among  the  very  early  settlers  of  the  county, 
where  the  mother  remained  until  her  death, 
the  father,  when  venerable  in  years,  having 
gone  to  California,  where  his  death  occurred. 
They  became  the  parents  of  a fine  family  of  ten 
sons  and  three  daughters.  William  Gotschall 
was  reared  under  the  conditions  and  influences 
that  marked  the  pioneer  era  in  Carroll  County, 
where  he  gave  a due  part  of  his  youth  to  pur- 
suing his  studies  in  the  primitive  log  school- 
house.  As  a youth  he  had  ample  experience  in 
connection  with  the  work  of  clearing  and  re- 
claiming new  land,  and  It  was  his  portion  to 
have  split  many  fence  rails,  at  the  rhte  of  one 
dollar  a hundred.  Eventually  he  became  the 
owner  of  a farm  of  forty  acres,  in  Lee  Town- 
ship, and  he  passed  the  closing  days  of  his  life 
in  the  home  of  one  of  his  daughters,  Mrs.  Sadie 
Gantz,  in  Center  Township,  where  he  died  No- 
vember 30,  1907,  at  the  venerable  age  of  eighty- 
flve  years.  The  maiden  name  of  his  wife  was 
Rebecca  Drake  and  she  wrns  born  in  Lee  Town- 
ship,  this  county,  in  1843,  a daughter  of  Simeon 
and  Annie  (Scarlett)  Drake,  pioneers  of  that 
township,  where  they  remained  during  the  rest 
of  their  lives,  their  children  having  been  six  in 
number — John,  William,  Oliver,  Anna,  Rebecca 
and  Catherine. 

William  Gotschall  was  always  ready  to  sup- 
port measures  and  enterprises  tending  to  ad- 
vance the  welfare  of  his  home  community  and 
native  county,  was  a staunch  democrat  in  poli- 
tics and  was  an  earnest  member  of  the  United 
Brethren  Church,  as  was  also  his  wife,  whom 
he  survived  by  more  than  thirty  years,  her  death 
having  occurred  in  1873.  They  became  the  par- 
ents of  seven  children : Alvina  is  the  wife  of 
Elmer  Dickerhoof,  of  Canton,  and  they  have  no 
children.  Anna  Mary  became  the  wife  of  John 
W.  Gotschall.  Harry  Sherman,  who  was  bora 
in  Lee  Township,  March  18,  1865,  will  be  more 
definitely  mentioned  in  a subjoining  paragraph. 
Margaret  Belle  and  Sarah  Elizabeth,  twins, 
were  bora  July  21,  1868.  the  former  being  the 
wife  of  Frank  Lotz.  and  their  four  children  be- 
ing Foster,  Raymond,  Mary  and  Martha.  Sarah 
Elizabeth  was  united  in  marriage  on  the  25th 
of  January,  1895,  to  Maurice  Gantz,  who  was 


born  in  Union  Township,  Carroll  County,  May 
21,  1866,  a son  of  John  and  Mary  Ann  (Moody) 
Gantz,  who  were  pioneer  citizens  of  this  county 
at  the  time  of  their  death.  Maurice  Gantz  was 
afforded  the  advantages  of  the  public  schools  of 
Carroll  County,  and  as  a youth  he  was  for 
some  time  employed  at  the  butcher’s  trade  in 
the  City  of  Cleveland.  Later  he  conducted  a 
meat  market  at  Carrollton  for  several  years, 
and  here  his  death  occurred  on  the  11th  of 
November,  1915.  He  was  a republican,  was 
affiliated  with  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows  and  the  Knights  of  Pythias,  and  he 
held  membership  in  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  as  does  also  his  widow.  They  became 
the  parents  of  three  children:  Paul  W.,  who 
was  bora  in  the  City  of  Cleveland,  June  17, 
1896,  and  who  completed  his  studies  in  the 
Carrollton  High  School,  Is  a tire-builder  by  voca- 
tion and  resides  at  Carrollton,  he  having  entered 
the  nation’s  military  service  September  6,  1918, 
at  Camp  Sherman,  and  having  their  remained 
until  the  signing  of  the  armistice  brought  the 
war  to  a close,  his  honorable  discharge  having 
been  received  In  December;  Ariel  Margaret,  born 
April  26,  1900,  has  been  given  the  advantages 
of  the  public  schools  of  Carrollton,  where  she 
remains  with  her  widowed  mother;  and  Mary 
Ann,  born  November  23,  1902,  is  a member  of 
the  class  of  1923  In  the  Carrollton  High  School. 

Harry  Sherman  Gotschall  received  his  youth- 
ful education  in  the  public  schools  and  after 
learning  the  trade  of  blacksmith  he  continued 
to  follow  the  same,  in  Lee  Township,  until  1916, 
since  which  time  he  has  lived  retired  in  the 
home  of  his  sister,  Mrs.  Sadie  Gantz,  at  Carroll- 
ton. The  maiden  name  of  his  first  wife  was 
Margaret  Palmer,  and  they  became  the  parents 
of  three  children,  Roy,  Z.  Ralph,  and  Archie 
McKinley,  of  whom  only  the  second  Is  living. 
As  his  second  wife  Mr.  Gotschall  married  Miss 
Lura  Harolet,  and  no  children  were  born  of  this 
union.  The  political  allegiance  of  Mr.  Gotschall 
is  given  to  the  republican  party  and  his  religious 
faith  is  that  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

George  W.  Manftjll  has  not  found  it  neces- 
sary to  pass  from  the  borders  of  his  native 
county  to  find  a stage  for  his  successful  work 
in  connection  with  agricultural  and  live-stock 
industry,  but  is  numbered  among  the  substantial 
farmers  and  highly  esteemed  citizens  of  Augusta 
Township,  Carroll  County,  where  he  is  the 
owner  of  an  excellent  farm.  He  was  bora  in 
Washington  Township,  this  county,  on  the  16th 
of  January,  1865,  and  is  a son  of  William  E. 
and  Martha  (Crawford)  Manfull,  the  former  a 
native  of  Washington  Towmship  and  the  latter 
of  Augusta  Township,  this  county,  where  the 
respective  families  were  founded  in  the  pioneer 
days.  James  and  Jane  (Earp)  Manfull,  grand- 
parents, were  venerable  citizens  of  Augusta 
Township  at  the  time  of  their  deaths,  Mr.  Man- 
full  having  been  born  in  Nottinghamshire,  Eng- 
land, and  having  been  a boy  when  his  parents 
came  to  the  United  States  and  established  their 
home  in  Carroll  County. 

George  W.  Manfull  acquired  his  early  edu- 
cation in  the  schools  of  his  native  township 
and  his  entire  active  career  has  been  one  of 
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close  and  effective  association  with  farm  enter- 
prise. He  has  remained  on  the  old  home  farm 
which  became  his  place  of  residence  after  his 
first  marriage,  and  he  has  shown  the  energy 
and  good  judgment  that  make  for  maximum 
success  in  the  important  industries  of  agricul- 
ture and  stock-raising.  His  political  support  is 
given  to  the  republican  party  and  he  is  an 
elder  and  a trustee  in  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  at  Mechanicstown. 

June  14,  1888,  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Manfull  to  Miss  Martha  Marsh,  who  was  born 
in  Bast  Township,  this  county,  a daughter  of 
Reuben  and  Mary  Marsh.  One  child  was  bom 
of  this  union.  Mrs.  Manfull  died  about  a year 
after  her  marriage  and  in  April,  1895.  Mr.  Man- 
full  wedded  Miss  Cora  Crawford,  who  was  born 
In  Washington  Township,  this  county,  a daugh- 
ter of  William  S.  and  Mary  (Maple)  Crawford. 
There  are  two  children : Pearl,  the  wife  of  Earl 
Cameron,  of  Augusta  Township,  and  Emmett. 
Mrs.  Cora  Crawford  Manfull  died  May  1,  1891, 
and  Mr.  Manfull  was  married  to  Etta  Lomiller 
in  1900.  Emmett  Manfull  is  a student  at  Union 
College  and  his  sister,  Pearl,  studied  music  at 
the  same  place.  The  father  studied  the  violin 
at  Union  College  and  taught  it  for  a number  of 
years  as  a side  line,  but  farming  Is  his  regular 
vocation. 

Emerson  R.  Rainsberg.  Every  man  who  Is 
engaged  in  farming  is  not  making  a success  of 
his  work,  but  there  is  a reason  back  of  his 
failure,  and  it  is  generally  a lack  of  efficiency. 
There  is  no  excuse  in  these  days  of  progress 
and  access  to  sources  of  information  for  the 
man  who  cannot  make  his  land  yield  him  a 
sufficient  income  to  justify  his  remaining  on  it. 
Fortunately  these  cases  of  failure  are  few,  espe- 
cially in  an  agricultural  region  like  Harrison 
County,  which  excels  in  the  number  of  its  finely 
cultivated  and  improved  rural  properties.  One 
of  the  modem  farmers  of  today  is  Emerson  R. 
Ralnsberg,  who,  with  his  brother,  T.  Herman 
Rainsberg,  is  engaged  in  agricultural  activities 
on  an  extended  scale  and  according  to  the  latest 
approved  methods,  with  a success  that  must  be 
gratifying  and  is  certainly  an  incentive  to 
others  to  do  likewise,  and  their  fine  farm  of 
207  acres  of  land  is  one  of  the  show  places  of 
Franklin  Township. 

Emerson  R.  Rainsberg  was  bora  in  Union 
Township,  Tuscarawas  County,  Ohio,  July  9, 
1885,  a son  of  Isaac  T.  Rainsberg.  Emerson 
R.  Rainsberg  attended  the  public  schools  of  his 
native  township,  and  those  of  Franklin  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County,  and  lived  at  home  until 
his  marriage,  after  which  he  was  engaged  In 
farming  for  himself  in  Franklin  and  Monroe 
townships,  Harrison  County.  In  1919  he  moved 
to  his  present  farm,  where  he  and  his  brother 
are  carrying  on  general  farming  and  stockrais- 
ing in  partnership.  Their  land  is  fertile,  well 
cultivated,  and  they  have  a full  equipment  for 
doing  their  work  expeditiously  and  thoroughly. 
Their  buildings  are  modern,  convenient  and 
thoroughly  sanitary,  and  the  entire  premises  are 
kept  in  such  good  order  that  anyone  can  easily 
see  that  expert  farmers  own  the  place.  Their 
farm  is  conveniently  located  on  the  Ocean  to 


Ocean  Highway  and  the  passing  motors  keep 
them  in  close  touch  with  the  whole  Country. 

In  August,  1915,  Emerson  R.  Rainsberg  was 
married  to  Lenora  Cummings,  a daughter  of 
W.  L.  Cummings.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Rainsberg  are 
members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  of 
Plum  Run.  Mr.  Rainsberg  belongs  to  Tuscara- 
was Lodge  No.  15,  Knights  of  Pythias.  Al- 
though they  have  not  lived  in  this  locality  for 
very  long,  the  Rainsbergs  have  already  made 
their  influence  felt,  and  are  recognized  as  very 
valuable  additions  to  the  neighborhood,  and 
have  gained  the  friendship  of  a circle  of  con- 
genial people. 

John  Vickers.  Many  years  ago  when  Frank- 
lin Township  was  still  In  an  undeveloped  state, 
a young  Englishman,  John  Vickers  by  name, 
came  to  Harrison  County,  and  finding  here 
conditions  to  suit  him,  entered  land  from  the 
Government,  his  grant  to  the  land  bearing  the 
signature  of  President  Andrew  Jackson.  This 
parchment  is  among  the  most  cherished  posses- 
sions of  John  Vickers,  his  son,  now  one  of  the 
dependable  men  and  successful  farmers  of 
Franklin  Township. 

John  Vickers,  the  elder,  was  bora  In  England 
in  1791,  and  he  was  twice  married,  the  first 
time  to  a Miss  Carnes,  by  whom  he  had  five 
children,  namely : Cornelius,  Mary  Ann.  Asenith, 
Isaac  and  Ruth.  After  the  death  of  his  first 
wife,  Mr.  Vickers  was  married  to  Anna  Bridge- 
man,  born  in  Franklin  Township,  Harrison 
County,  Ohio,  a daughter  of  Philip  and  Sarah 
(Carnes)  Bridgeman,  and  their  children  were: 
John.  James  and  Thomas,  of  whom  the  last 
named  died  when  very  small.  Brought  up  in 
the  faith  of  the  Society  of  Friends,  later  on 
in  life  Mr.  Vickers  joined  the  Methodist  Episco- 
pal Church.  After  locating  in  Franklin  Town- 
ship, he  continued  to  live  In  it  the  remainder 
of  his  life.  A man  of  unusually  fine  character 
he  made  his  mark  in  his  neighborhood,  and  his 
advice  was  sought  by  many  who  learned  to  rely 
on  his  judgment. 

John  Vickers,  whose  name  heads  this  review, 
was  given  such  educational  advantages  as  the 
district  schools  of  his  native  township  afforded 
until  he  reached  the  age  of  thirteen  years,  when 
he  began  to  earn  his  own  living  by  working  for 
others,  doing  as  a general  thing  carpenter  work. 
Until  he  was  married  Mr.  Vickers  continued  iu 
this  line,  but  after  he  had  assumed  new  respon- 
sibilities he  began  to  want  a farm  and  in  1887 
bought  his  present  property  of  ninety  acres,  mov- 
ing to  it  from  Harlem  Springs  in  Carroll  County 
where  he  and  his  wife  had  been  living.  Mr. 
Vickers  has  put  all  of  the  Improvements  on  his 
place,  including  the  present  buildings,  and  the 
premises  show  that  the  owner  takes  a pride  in 
having  everything  in  first-class  order.  Since 
buying  his  place  Mr.  Vickers  has  been  a general 
farmer  and  stockralser,  but  does  not  specialize 
on  any  one  thing,  finding  it  more  profitable  for 
him  to  follow  his  present  lines. 

On  February  19,  1885,  Mr.  Vickers  was  united 
in  marriage  with  Margaret  E.  Arbaugh.  a daugh- 
ter of  William  and  Anna  Arbaugh.  There  are 
no  children.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Vickers  belong  to 
the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Deersville,  Ohio. 
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For  twelve  years  Mr.  Vickers  was  a trustee  of 
Franklin  Township,  and  he  was  also  on  the 
township  school  board  for  six  years,  in  both 
offices  giving  the  people  of  Franklin  Township 
a faithful  service,  and  safeguarding  their  inter- 
ests. While  he  Is  deeply  Interested  in  the  ad- 
vancement of  this  community  he  does  not  favor 
any  wasting  of  the  taxpayers’  money  in  for- 
warding movements  which  do  not  insure  per- 
manent and  safe  results,  and  he  can  always  be 
depended  upon  to  weigh  both  sides  carefully 
before  coming  to  a decision  on  public  matters. 

Fremont  Shotwell.  The  permanent  value  of 
this  publication  as  a vehicle  for  the  perpetua- 
tion of  personal  records  of  those  who  have 
played  worthy  part  in  the  development  and  up- 
building and  the  continued  progress  of  the  coun- 
ties represented,  is  enhanced  specially  by  the 
fact  that  within  its  pages  is  given  considera- 
tion to  so  goodly  a percentage  of  the  present-day 
farmers  in  the  two  counties.  In  Freeport  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County,  an  enterprising  husband- 
man who  well  merits  such  recognition  is  Fre- 
mont Shotwell,  who  was  bora  in  Washington 
Township,  this  county,  August  5,  1856,  and  Is 
a popular  scion  of  a family  that  was  founded 
in  this  county  In  the  year  1813. 

Mr.  Shotwell  Is  a son  of  Arrison  and  Mary 
(Dickerson)  Shotwell.  the  former  of  whom  was 
born  in  Fayette  County,  Pennsylvania,  in  1812, 
and  the  latter  in  Short  Creek  Township,  Har- 
rison County.  Ohio,  a daughter  of  Barrick  Dick- 
erson, who  was  a member  of  one  of  the  best 
known  pioneer  families  of  the  county,  as  records 
of  other  representatives  will  show  by  referring 
to  other  pages  of  this  work.  Hugh  Shotwell, 
grandfather  of  him  whose  name  Introduces  this 
review,  was  born  at  Rahway,  Union  County, 
New  Jersey,  In  which  commonwealth  the  orig- 
inal American  progenitors  settled  as  early  as 
1665,  upon  immigration  from  England.  The 
family  were  members  of  the  Society  of  Friends, 
and  though  this  organiaztion  has  ever  been  op- 
posed to  war  it  is  a matter  of  family  tradition 
that  Hugh  Shotwell  was  a soldier  In  the  War 
of  the  Revolution,  while  he  further  transgressed 
the  ancestral  faith  by  marrying  outside  the  So- 
ciety of  Friends,  the  family  name  of  his  wife 
having  been  Arrison.  For  this  action  he  was 
not  only  dismissed  from  the  religious  organiza- 
tion mentioned  but  was  also  disinherited  by 
his  father.  In  1792  he  settled  at  Brownsville, 
Fayette  County,  Pennsylvania,  where  he  re- 
mained until  1813,  when  he  came  with  his  fam- 
ily to  the  wilds  of  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  and 
purchased  land  five  miles  west  of  Cadiz.  There 
he  continued  as  a pioneer  farmer  until  1828, 
when  he  removed  to  Washington  Township, 
where  his  death  occurred  In  1863,  his  wife  hav- 
ing passed  away  in  1837.  Hugh  Shotwell  took 
up  Government  land,  the  deed  to  which,  bearing 
the  signature  of  President  Madison,  is  still  in 
the  possession  of  the  family.  His  remains  rest 
beside  those  of  his  wife,  in  the  cemetery  of  the 
Corinth  Baptist  Church,  situated  on  a part  of 
the  old  homestead  farm  which  he  obtained  from 
the  government. 

Arrison  Shotwell  was  a small  child  at  the 
time  of  the  family  removal  to  Harrison  County, 


where  he  was  reared  under  the  conditions  of 
the  pioneer  era,  and  where  he  eventually  en- 
gaged in  farming,  in  Washington  Township.  In 
1861  he  removed  with  his  family  to  Franklin, 
Pennsylvania,  but  five  years  later.  In  1866,  he 
returned  to  Ohio  and  established  his  home  in 
the  city  of  Cleveland,  where  he  continued  to  re- 
side until  his  death,  in  1893,  his  widow  passing 
away  in  the  following  year  and  both  having 
been  earnest  members  of  the  Baptist  Church. 
They  became  the  parents  of  six  children : Eliz- 
abeth, who  was  bora  In  1836,  died  in  1903 ; Vic- 
toria was  bom  in  1839 ; Andrew  J.,  John  T.,  and 
Austin  are  deceased;  and  Fremont,  who  Is  the 
only  survivor. 

Fremont  Shotwell  was  a lad  of  about  ten 
years  when  the  family  home  was  established  in 
the  city  of  Cleveland,  and  thus  was  afforded  the 
advantages  of  the  excellent  public  schools  of 
the  Ohio  metropolis.  As  a young  man  he  en- 
gaged in  market  gardening  and  fruit  growing 
near  that  city,  and  with  this  enterprise  he  was 
successfully  associated  until  1902.  During  the 
ensuing  two  years  he  was  not  actively  engaged 
in  business,  but  in  the  spring  of  1904  he  re- 
turned to  his  native  county  and  established  his 
home  on  his  present  fine  farm,  comprising  145 
acres  of  the  productive  land  of  Freeport  Town- 
ship. He  has  made  many  modern  improvements 
on  the  place,  including  the  remodeling  and  en- 
larging of  the  most  of  the  buildings,  and  In  con- 
nection with  his  well-ordered  agricultural  enter- 
prise he  makes  a specialty  of  breeding  and  rais- 
ing Holstein  cattle  and  Duroc-Jersey  swine.  Mr. 
Shotwell  has  had  no  ambition  for  political  ac- 
tivity but  gives  his  support  to  the  cause  of  the 
republican  party.  He  Is  a bachelor. 

Simpson  H.  McCausland,  who  is  now  ap- 
proaching the  age  of  three  score  years  and  ten, 
is  a resident  of  Lee  Township,  Carroll  County, 
within  whose  borders  he  was  born  October  6, 
1851,  and  he  and  his  sister  Sarah  M.,  who  was 
never  married,  live  upon  the  old  homestead 
farm,  he  having  returned  to  ttfiis  farm  In  1919, 
a number  of  years  after  the  death  of  his  wife. 
He  is  a representative  of  a family  that  was 
founded  in  Carroll  County  In  the  year  1807,  and 
his  grandfather,  Joseph  McCausland,  became 
one  of  the  first  settlers  in  Lee  Township,  which 
was  then  included  within  the  limits  of  Har 
rison  County. 

Joseph  McCausland  was  bora  in  County  Ty- 
rone, Ireland,  where  he  was  reared  to  manhood 
and  where  was  solemnized  his  marriage  to  Mary 
Lindsey.  In  the  year  1796  the  young  couple 
severed  the  ties  that  bound  them  to  their  native 
land  and  embarked  on  the  old-time  sailing  ves- 
sel which  in  due  course  of  time  enabled  them 
to  land  on  the  shores  of  America.  They  disem- 
barked at  Wilmington,  Delaware,  In  which  state 
they  remained  about  one  year.  Thence  they  re- 
moved to  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania, 
and  from  the  old  Keystone  State  they  came  to 
Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  in  the  first  decade  of  the 
nineteenth  century.  It  was  in  the  year  1807 
that  they  established  their  home  in  what  is  now 
Lee  Township,  Carroll  County,  and  here,  In  the 
midst  of  the  untrammeled  forest,  Mr.  McCaus- 
land erected  the  pioneer  log  cabin  which  was  the 
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original  family  domicile — primitive  in  design 
and  equipment  but  pervaded  by  a spirit  of  gen- 
erous hospitality.  Joseph  McCausland  labored 
early  and  late  in  reclaiming  his  land  from  the 
wilderness,  and  as  his  sons  grew  to  adult  years 
they  aided  materially  in  the  arduous  work  of 
developing  and  cultivating  the  land.  On  this 
old  homestead  Joseph  McCausland  died  in  De- 
cember, 1845,  his  wife  having  passed  away  in 
October,  1842,  and  the  names  of  both  merit  high 
place  on  the  roster  of  the  honored  pioneers  of 
this  section  of  Ohio.  They  were  earnest  mem- 
bers of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  and  in 
politics  Mr.  McCausland  supported  the  princi- 
ples of  the  old-line  Whig  party.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
McCausland  became  the  parents  of  eight  chil- 
dren— Lindsey,  George,  John,  Joseph,  William, 
James,  Sarah  and  Thomas,  and  all  are  now 
deceased. 

William  McCausland,  father  of  Simpson  H. 
McCausland,  passed  his  entire  life  in  Carroll 
County  and  became  one  of  the  substantial  farm- 
ers and  influential  citizens  of  Lee  Township, 
where  his  home  farm,  of  100  acres,  in  sections 
17  and  18,  represented  land  which  he  had  in- 
herited from  his  father’s  estate.  He  served  in 
various  offices  of  local  trust,  including  those  of 
township  trustee,  road  commissioner  and  school 
director.  He  was  about  seventy  years  of  age  at 
the  time  of  his  death,  April  2,  1876.  Mr.  Mc- 
Causland gave  his  political  allegiance  to  the  re- 
publican party  and  he  and  his  wife  were  earnest 
members  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church. 
Mrs.  McCausland  survived  her  husband  by  more 
than  a score  of  years  and  passed  to  the  life 
eternal  on  the  17th  of  April,  1899.  They  became 
the  parents  of  eight  children — Joseph,  Mary  Ann 
and  Thomas  are  deceased;  Miss  Sarah  M.  re- 
mains on  the  old  home  farm;  Margaret  Jane 
and  William  John  are  deceased;  Simpson 
Henry,  of  this  sketch,  was  the  next  in  order  of 
birth ; and  Adeline  is  deceased. 

Simpson  Henry  McCausland  was  reared  on 
the  old  home  farm  and  is  indebted  to  the  dis- 
trict schools  of  Lee  Township  for  his  early  edu- 
cation. In  his  long  and  active  career  in  connec- 
tion with  the  productive  affairs  of  life  he  never 
found  It  a matter  of  expediency  or  desire  to 
sever  his  allegiance  to  farm  industry,  in  connec- 
tion with  which  he  found  his  well  ordered  ef- 
forts rewarded  with  due  success.  After  his 
marriage,  in  1889,  he  settled  on  a farm  of  about 
thirty  acres,  in  section  11,  Lee  Township,  and  to 
this  nucleus  he  later  added  until  he  became  the 
owner  of  a well-improved  and  valuable  farm 
property  of  180  acres,  which  he  still  retains  In 
his  possession  and  to  which  he  continues  to  give 
his  supervision,  as  does  he  also  to  the  old  home 
farm,  where  he  has  resided  with  his  sister  Sarah 
M.  since  the  year  1919.  His  wife  died  on  the 
12th  of  February.  1900,  and  no  children  sur- 
vived him.  Mr.  McCausland  has  taken  loyal 
Interest  in  those  things  which  make  for  the 
general  good  of  the  community  and  has  been  un- 
swerving in  his  support  of  the  cause  of  the  re- 
publican party.  He  has  served  as  school  direc- 
tor of  his  district,  and  his  religious  faith  is 
that  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  of 
which  his  wife  likewise  was  a devoted  member, 
ns  is  also  his  sister  Sarah  M.  Miss  Sarah  M. 


McCausland  was  bom  February  27,  1842,  and 
as  a young  woman  she  received  the  advantages 
of  Harlem  College,  at  Harlem  Springs.  There- 
after she  taught  school  one  term,  and  she  re- 
mained with  her  parents  on  the  old  home  farm 
until  the  close  of  their  lives,  cared  for  her  ven- 
erable mother  with  affectionate  devotion,  and 
since  the  latter’s  death  she  has  remained  on  the 
old  home  place,  which  is  endeared  to  her  by 
many  hallowed  memories  and  associations. 

On  the  1st  of  January,  1889,  was  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  Mr.  McCausland  to  Miss  Mar- 
garet J.  Smith,  who  was  bom  in  Guernsey 
County,  this  state,  and  who  was  a daughter  of 
Archibald  and  Nancy  (Moore)  Smith,  the  for- 
mer a native  of  Ireland  and  the  latter  of  Lee 
Township,  Carroll  County.  Mrs.  McCausland 
was  forty-four  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  her 
death,  which,  as  already  noted,  occurred  in  the 
year  1900. 

Stephen  G.  Deckman,  who  owns  and  con- 
ducts a well-appointed  furniture  and  undertak- 
ing establishment  in  the  village  of  Malvern, 
Carroll  County,  is  a son  of  the  late  George 
Deckman,  who  here  established  himself  as  a 
manufacturer  of  furniture  nearly  sixty  years 
ago,  and  who  long  held  precedence  as  one  of  the 
successful  and  representative  figures  In  the 
manufacturing  circles  of  this  section  of  the 
state,  as  he  built  up  a substantial  and  pros- 
perous industry  and  contributed  much  to  the 
civic  and  material  advancement  of  Malvern. 

Stephen  G.  Deckman  was  bom  at  Malvern 
January  20,  1867,  and  is  a son  of  George  and 
Mary  Barbara  (Young)  Deckman,  the  former 
of  whom  was  born  in  Prussia,  Germany,  May 
7,  1833,  and  the  latter  was  a daughter  of  Jacob 
and  Margaret  (S’wigart)  Young,  who  came  from 
Pennsylvania  and  became  pioneer  settlers  in 
Stark  County,  Ohio.  George  Deckman  was  the 
second  of  the  eleven  children  bora  to  Solomon 
Charles  and  Wilhelmina  (Miller)  Deckman.  and 
was  a child  of  three  years  at  the  time  of  the 
family  immigration  to  the  United  States  in  1836. 
The  home  was  established  in  the  city  of  Phila- 
delphia, Pennsylvania,  where  the  father  fol- 
lowed the  trade  of  shoemaker  until  1854,  when 
he  came  to  Ohio  and  engaged  In  farm  enter- 
prise in  Stark  County,  where  he  also  worked 
at  his  trade.  In  1864  he  removed  to  Steuben 
County,  Indiana,  where  he  passed  the  remainder 
of  his  life,  his  death  occurring  in  1886  and  his 
widow*  surviving  him  by  several  years.  Four 
of  their  sons  were  gallant  soldiers  of  the  Union 
in  the  Civil  war,  and  all  were  members  of  Ohio 
regiments — Conrad,  William,  John  A.  and 
George. 

George  Deckman  acquired  his  early  education 
in  the  schools  of  Philadelphia,  where  at  the  age 
of  sixteen  years  he  was  indentured  to  learn  the 
trade  of  wood,  bone  and  ivory  turning.  He 
served  an  apprenticeship  of  five  years,  and  in 
1854  entered  service  on  the  United  States  war 
vessel  “Independence,”  on  which  he  cruised  In 
the  Pacific  Ocean  and  visited  among  other  places 
the  Sandwich  Islands.  After  serving  three  years 
and  four  months  he  received  his  honorable  dis- 
charge, and  in  1858  he  joined  his  parents  in 
Stark  County,  Ohio.  At  Canton,  the  county 
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seat,  he  worked  at  his  trade  a few  months,  and 
in  1869  established  his  residence  in  the  village 
of  Minerva,  Carroll  County,  where  he  remained 
until  1862  and  where  he  had  established  a mod- 
est furniture  manufactory.  In  1862  he  trans- 
ferred his  business  headquarters  to  Malvern, 
where  he  erected  a factory  and  began  the  manu- 
facturing of  furniture  upon  a substantial  scale 
and  with  a force  of  eleven  employes.  Himself 
a specially  skilled  artisan,  he  produced  in  his 
factory  furniture  of  the  highest  grade  and  the 
business  prospered,  even  under  the  depressed 
conditions  incidental  to  the  Civil  war.  In  May, 
1864,  Mr.  Deckman  subordinated  his  personal 
interests  to  tender  his  aid  in  defense  of  the 
Union.  He  enlisted  in  Company  K,  One  Hun- 
dred and  Fifty-seventh  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry, 
which  was  organized  at  Camp  Chase  and  which 
shortly  afterward  reported  to  General  Wallace 
at  Baltimore,  Maryland.  It  was  assigned  to 
the  command  of  General  Tyler,  and  a few 
weeks  later  it  was  assigned  to  guard  duty  over 
the  large  body  of  military  prisoners  at  Fort 
Delaware,  where  it  remained  until  the  expira- 
tion of  its  term  of  enlistment,  the  regiment 
having  been  mustered  out  at  Camp  Chase,  Ohio, 
September  2,  1864. 

Upon  his  return  to  Malvern  Mr.  Deckman 
resumed  charge  of  his  furniture  factory,  and 
with  the  passing  years  he  developed  this  into 
one  of  the  substantial  and  important  industrial 
enterprises  of  Carroll  County,  his  connection 
with  the  business  having  continued  until  shortly 
before  his  death,  October  1,  1901.  His  wife 
passed  away  a few  years  later.  In  the  Deck- 
man  factory  was  manufactured  much  of  the 
furniture  for  the  present  courthouse  of  Carroll 
County,  and  the  products  of  the  establishment 
are  to  be  found  also  In  many  of  the  homes  of 
this  section  of  the  state,  the  concern  having 
always  maintained  its  reputation  for  the  manu- 
facturing of  high-grade  furniture  of  the 
staunchest  type  and  of  all  kinds. 

George  Deckman  was  a man  of  fine  character 
and  distinctive  ability,  and  none  commanded  a 
more  secure  place  In  popular  esteem.  He  served 
as  township  trustee  and  township  treasurer  of 
Brown  Township,  and  also  gave  characteristic- 
ally loyal  service  as  a member  of  the  Village 
Council  and  the  School  Board.  He  was  affili- 
ated with  David  Reed  Post  No.  142,  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic,  at  Malvern,  and  also 
with  the  local  organization  of  the  Independent 
Order  of  Odd  Fellows.  Both  he  and  his  wife 
were  earnest  members  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church.  They  became  'the  parents  of  eight 
children,  namely:  Mary  E.,  Charles  J.,  William 
II..  Elizabeth  M..  Stephen  George,  Kittle  A., 
John  E.  and  Arthur  W. 

Stephen  G.  Deckman  gained  his  early  educa- 
tion in  the  public  schools  of  Malvern,  and  as 
a youth  he  began  work  in  his  father’s  furni- 
ture factory.  He  familiarized  himself  with  all 
departments  of  the  work,  his  initial  experience 
having  been  gained  when  he  was  a boy  of  ten 
years,  and  with  the  passing  years  he  became 
his  father’s  valued  coadjutor  in  the  management 
of  the  business.  September  19,  1900.  he  became 
associated  with  his  father-in-law  in  the  pur- 
chase of  the  retail  furniture  and  undertaking 


business  which  had  been  established  by  his 
father,  the  furniture  factory  having  been  sold 
to  a stock  company  after  the  death  of  his 
father  and  the  enterprise  being  continued  undfr 
the  corporate  title  of  the  Deckman  Furniture 
Company.  Stephen  G.  Deckman  is  a stock- 
holder of  this  company  and  continued  as  gen- 
eral manager  of  the  business  for  several  years. 
His  attention  is  now  given  almost  exclusively 
to  the  management  of  his  large  and  prosperous 
retail  furniture  business,  in  connection  with 
which  he  maintains  an  undertaking  department 
with  the  most  modern  facilities  and  service. 
This  business  has  been  owned  individually  by 
Mr.  Deckman  since  1915,  his  father-in-law  and 
partner,  John  M.  Swisshelm,  having  died  in 
1908,  but  the  firm  name  of  Deckman  & Swiss- 
helm was  thereafter  retained  until  Mr.  Deck- 
man  purchased  the  interest  represented  in  Mr. 
Swisshelm’s  estate  and  assumed  full  control  of 
the  business  in  1915. 

Mr.  Deckman  gives  unfaltering  allegiance  to 
the  republican  party.  He  has  served  as  a mem- 
ber of  the  Village  Council  and  also  as  clerk 
of  Brown  Township.  He  was  appointed  to  fill 
out  the  unexpired  term  of  J.  M.  Telfer  in  the 
office  of  clerk  of  the  Common  Pleas  Court,  and 
by  election  he  continued  the  incumbent  of  this 
office  for  a full  term  thereafter.  He  is  affiliated 
with  the  Knights  of  Pythias  and  he  and  his 
wife  hold  membership  in  the  Christian  Church 
in  their  home  village. 

August  29,  1889,  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Deckman  to  Miss  Emma  J.  Swisshelm. 
daughter  of  the  late  John  M.  Swisshelm,  of 
whom  mention  has  been  made  In  a preceding 
paragraph.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Deckman  became  the 
parents  of  five  children,  of  whom  one  son  died 
at  the  age  of  seven  months:  Iva  L.  was  grad- 
uated from  the  Malvern  High  School,  and  in 
May,  1920,  was  graduated  as  a trained  nurse, 
after  completing  a thorough  course  in  the  train- 
ing school  for  nurses  maintained  In  connection 
with  the  St.  Luke’s  Hospital  in  the  City  of 
Cleveland;  Fred  H.  was  graduated  from  the 
University  of  Ohio  as  a member  of  the  class  of 
1919.  and  now  holds  a position  in  the  offices  of 
the  Cleveland  Illuminating  Company  in  the  City 
of  Cleveland;  and  Clarence  and  Emil  are  still 
students  in  the  public  schools  of  Malvern,  the 
former  being,  in  1920.  a member  of  the  fresh- 
man class  in  the  high  school. 

John  L.  Snively.  No  man  in  Washington 
Township  is  more  substantially  and  honorably 
identified  with  the  agricultural  development  and 
prosperity  of  this  part  of  Carroll  County  than 
John  L.  Snively.  Opportunity  in  the  environ- 
ment of  this  thrifty  farmer  has  never  been 
allowed  to  knock  twice  at  the  door,  but  has 
been  turned  to  the  best  possible  account  from 
lK>th  a personal  and  community  standpoint. 
From  small  beginnings  and  without  the  encour- 
agement of  money  or  Influence  he  has  come  to 
be  the  owner  of  200  acres  of  land  in  Washing- 
ton Township  and  160  acres  In  Harrison  Town- 
ship. 

Mr.  Snively  was  born  in  Brown  Township 
January  19.  1861,  a son  of  Joseph  and  Susan 
(Grunder)  Snively.  His  paternal  grandfather, 
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John  Snively,  was  born  in  Pennsylvania,  where 
he  married  a Miss  Rlngle,  and  became  an  early 
settler  of  Washington  Township,  where  he  was 
engaged  for  many  years  in  agricultural  pur- 
suits. The  maternal  grandparents  of  Mr. 
Snively,  Jacob  and  Elizabeth  (Kail)  Grumler, 
were  born  in  Switzerland  and  were  also  early 
settlers  of  Carroll  County.  Following  their 
marriage  Joseph  and  Susan  Snively  settled  in 
their  native  towuship  of  Washington,  where 
they  lived  on  his  father’s  farm.  In  1860  they 
moved  to  Brown  Township,  to  a farm  of  110 
acres  given  to  Mr.  Snively  by  his  father,  but 
in  1875  traded  that  property  for  a farm  in 
Washington  Township,  on  which  they  spent  the 
remainder  of  their  useful  and  honorable  lives. 
Mr.  Snively  passed  away  September  26,  1905, 
and  was  followed  in  death  by  his  widow  in 
January,  1910.  They  were  the  parents  of  four 
children:  Mary  C.,  the  wife  of  Lewis  Castle- 
man,  of  Washington  Township;  John  L. : Ida 
M..  the  wife  of  William  Dewell,  of  Harrison 
Towuship:  and  Laura  V.,  who  died  as  the  wife 
of  Edward  Wherry. 

John  L.  Snively  attended  the  district  school 
adjacent  to  his  father’s  farm  and  resided  under 
the  jNirental  roof  until  1891,  In  which  year  he 
purchased  ninety-one  acres  of  land  from  his 
father  in  Harrison  Township.  He  made  that 
property  his  home  until  1901,  when  he  moved 
to  his  present  farm  of  200  acres,  which  he 
rented  for  about  eight  years  before  purchasing 
it,  and  here  his  activities  have  been  centered 
ever  since,  although  he  also  owns  and  operates 
160  acres  in  Harrison  Township.  His  farm  Is 
located  in  a very  desirable  locality,  about  four 
miles  north  of  Carrollton,  and  Mr.  Snively  has 
installed  numerous  modem  improvements  and 
erected  substantial  buildings.  That  he  has  been 
a shrewd  investor  and  practical  manager  is 
patent  to  all  who  note  the  general  prosperity 
which  surrounds  his  estate.  In  addition  to  rais- 
ing all  the  standard  products  of  the  region  he 
is  a breeder  and  shipper  of  registered  Shorthorn 
cattle  and  a good  grade  of  horses,  and  raises 
about  200  sheep  each  year.  He  has  been  pros- 
perous in  his  affairs,  and  his  standing  in  busi- 
ness circles  is  that  of  a man  of  the  highest  and 
strictest  integrity.  He  belongs  to  Liberty  Hall 
Grange  No.  2020.  and  in  his  political  affiliation 
is  a democrat. 

Mr.  Snively  was  married  March  19.  1887.  to 
Miss  Frances  FI  etcher,  a graduate  of  the  normal 
school  at  Augusta,  Ohio,  and  three  sons  have 
been  born  to  them : Joseph  E.,  born  June  2*1, 
1890,  who  served  eight  months  during  1918  at 
Camp  Sherman  training  for  the  World  war,  and 
he  is  a graduate  of  the  Auctioneer  Academy  of 
Chicago;  Thomas  B.,  born  August  25,  1895: 
and  John  A.,  born  September  3,  1902.  All  the 
sons  reside  at  home  when  not  in  school,  and 
are  assisting  their  father  in  his  agricultural 
work. 

Wimu’k  B.  Birnky  has  found  in  liis  native 
county  an  excellent  stage  for  his  successful  ac- 
tivities as  an  agriculturist  and  stock-grower, 
and  he  is  now  one  of  the  progressive  exponents 
of  farm  industry  in  Archer  Township,  where  he 
owns  a well  improved  place  of  163  acres  of 


the  splendid  land  of  Harrison  County.  He  was 
born  in  German  Township,  this  county,  on  the 
26th  of  May,  1881,  and  is  a son  of  Oliver 
Birney,  a sketch  of  whose  career  appears  on 
other  pages  of  this  volume.  The  district  schools 
of  his  native  township  gave  to  Wilbur  B.  Birney 
his  early  educational  training,  and  from  his 
boyhood  until  his  marriage  he  continued  to  be 
associated  with  the  work  of  his  father’s  farm. 
In  1906  he  bought  one  of  the  old  Birney  estate 
farms — a tract  of  124  acres  in  Green  Towuship, 
and  here  he  and  his  wife  maintained  their 
residence  ten  years.  In  the  spring  of  1917  he 
sold  this  property,  and  thereafter  he  passed 
one  year  on  another  farm  in  the  same  township 
and  the  following  year  on  a farm  in  Cadiz 
Township.  In  the  spring  of  1919  he  purchased 
and  removed  to  his  present  farm,  which  is  one 
of  the  excellent  places  of  Archer  Township  and 
on  which  he  gives  his  attention  to  properly 
diversified  agriculture  and  to  the  raising  of  live 
stock  of  good  types.  He  is  loyal  and  liberal  in 
citizenship,  with  deep  appreciation  of  the  attrac- 
tions and  advantages  of  his  native  county;  is 
a democrat  in  i>olitical  affiliation,  and  he  and 
his  wife  hold  membership  in  Asbury  Chapel, 
Methodist  Episcopal,  in  Cadiz  Township. 

November  15,  1906,  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Birney  to  Miss  Phoebe  A.  Heavilin.  daugh- 
ter of  Henry  Heavilin.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Birney 
have  six  children,  whose  names  and  respective 
dates  of  birth  are  here  noted:  Dorothy  Marie, 
June  27.  1908;  Beulah  Elizabeth,  August  6, 
1910;  Elmer  Wayne.  March  27.  1912;  Carl 
Henry,  November  20,  1913;  Irene  Frances,  May 
4.  1916;  and  Roy  Wendell,  November  23,  1918. 

IIknry  Hkayimn  has  been  a resident  of  Har- 
rison County  from  the  time  of  his  birth,  which 
occurred  in  Stock  Township  August  3,  1849, 
and  he  is  a son  of  Isaac  and  Susannah 
( Brickcr)  Heavilin,  sterling  pioneers  concern- 
ing whom  adequate  record  is  given  on  other 
pages,  in  the  sketch  dedicated  to  Frank  M. 
Heavilin.  He  whose  name  introduces  this  para- 
graph was  reared  to  the  sturdy  discipline  of 
the  farm,  and  in  his  mature  years  he  has  not 
severed  his  association  with  the  great  basic  in- 
dustries of  agriculture  and  stock-raising,  of 
which  he  continues  a successful  exponent  as 
the  owner  of  one  of  the  valuable  farm  proper- 
ties of  Archer  Township.  His  initial  experi- 
ence in  independent  farm  enterprise  was  gained 
in  Cadiz  Towuship.  in  the  rural  schools  of 
which  he  acquired  his  youthful  education.  Id 
1878  he  removed  to  his  present  homestead  farm, 
which  comprises  184  acres,  and  the  many  im- 
provements which  he  has  made  on  the  place, 
including  the  erection  of  the  commodious  and 
attractive  house  and  other  farm  buildings,  give 
evidence  of  the  thrift  and  prosjierity  that  have 
attended  his  well  ordered  activities  as  one  of 
the  substantial  farmers  of  his  native  county. 
ITe  has  always  shown  loyal  interest  in  and 
given  support  to  measures  and  enterprises  ad- 
vanced for  the  general  good  of  the  community, 
and  while  he  has  had  no  ambition  for  political 
activities  or  public  office  he  is  aligned  as  a 
staunch  supporter  of  the  cause  of  the  republican 
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party,  both  lie  anil  his  wife  holding  membership 
in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

The  Centennial  year,  1876,  was  that  which 
marked  the  marriage  of  Mr.  Ileavilin  to  Miss 
Hannah  E.  Palmer,  daughter  of  Michael  and 
Phoebe  (Campbell)  Palmer,  then  residents  of 
Archer  Township  and  both  now  deceased.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Ileavilin  have  six  children:  Susan  is 
the  wife  of  George  Shultz  and  they  have  three 
children — Rosa,  Ralph  and  I^eona.  Michael  l\, 
who  resides  at  Scio,  this  county,  married  Miss 
Jane  Gotschall.  Phoebe  is  the  wife  of  Wilbur 
R.  Birney.  Ora  is  the  wife  of  John  McCullough, 
and  their  three  children  are  Chester,  Duane 
and  Beulah.  Isaac  E.  married  Miss  Delma 
Salmon,  and  their  one  child  is  a daughter, 
Pauline.  Martin  A.  married  Miss  Eva  Dutton, 
and  they  have  one  child.  Clyde  II. 

John  Alvin  Mooke  owns  and  resides  ui>on  the 
tine  old  homestead  farm,  in  Moorefield  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County,  that  figures  as  the  place 
of  his  birth,  the  date  of  his  nativity  having 
been  July  31.  1872.  His  secure  hold  upon  popu- 
lar confidence  and  esteem  in  his  native  county 
is  well  vouchsafed  by  the  fact  that  he  is  serving 
as  township  trustee,  the  duties  of  which  office 
he  assumed  ou  the  1st  of  January,  1920.  He  is 
a son  of  Albert  and  Sarah  (McFadden)  Moore, 
the  former  of  whom  was  born  July  7,  1841, 
and  the  latter  May  13,  1844,  she  having  been  a 
daughter  of  Samuel  and  Margaret  McFadden. 
The  marriage  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Albert  Moore 
was  solemnized  June  13.  1867,  and  they  became 
the  parents  of  three  children,  of  whom  John  A. 
of  this  review  is  the  youngest;  Margaret,  who 
was  born  May  4,  1868,  is  the  wife  of  John  A. 
Barrieklow,  of  Flushing,  Belmont  County;  and 
Mary  F.,  who  was  born  December  2,  1869,  died 
on  the  31st  of  May  of  the  following  year. 

Albert  Moore  was  reared  to  manhood  on  the 
old  homestead  farm  now  owned  by  his  only 
son,  and  passed  his  entire  life  in  Harrison 
County,  where  he  became  one  of  the  representa- 
tive farmers  and  citizens  of  Moorefield  Town- 
ship, held  various  local  offices  of  public  trust 
and  was  influential  In  community  affairs.  His 
death  occurred  January  27,  1901,  and  his  widow 
passed  away  on  the  13th  of  January,  1907.  both 
having  been  earnest  members  of  the  Presbyte- 
rian Church  and  having  commanded  secure 
place  in  popular  esteem.  Albert  Moore  was  a 
son  of  Johu  and  Elsie  (Johnson)  Moore,  and 
was  a representative  of  a sterling  pioneer  family 
of  Ohio.  John  Moore  was  born  in  Jefferson 
County,  this  state.  August  4,  1809,  and  his  par- 
ents, Robert  and  Mary  (Armstrong)  Moore  later 
came  to  Harrison  County,  where  they  passed  the 
remainder  of  their  lives.  John  Moore  was 
reared  under  the  conditions  of  the  pioneer  days 
— in  Jefferson  and  Harrison  counties — and  hi* 
wife,  who  was  born  October  6,  1811,  was  a 
daughter  of  William  Johnson,  who  was  a very 
early  settler  in  Moorefield  Township,  Harrison 
County.  John  and  Elsie  (Johnson)  Moore  be 
came  the  parents  of  three  children:  Mary  (Mrs, 
Jackson  Ray),  Johnson  and  Albert.  After  his 
marriage  John  Moore  purchased  the  farm  now 
owned  and  occupied  by  his  grandson,  John  A., 
subject  of  this  sketch,  and  here  the  family  home 


was  maintained  several  years  in  a pioneer  log 
house,  which  he  later  replaced  with  a substan- 
tial brick  house.  This  latter  building,  with  all 
its  contents,  was  destroyed  by  fire  in  1866,  and 
in  the  same  year  Mr.  Moore  erected  the  com- 
modious and  attractive  house  which  now*  stands 
on  the  place,  which  is  know’ll  as  Grand  View 
Farm  and  wiiicli  contains  158  acres.  Here  John 
Moore  remained  until  his  death,  on  the  14tli  of 
May.  1874. 

John  Alvin  Moore  attended  in  his  boyhood 
and  early  youth  the  Science  Hill  District  School, 
in  Moorefield  Township,  and  he  has  remained 
continuously  on  the  ancestral  farmstead,  which 
has  brought  forth  its  increase  from  year  to 
year  under  the  ownership  of  three  generations 
of  the  Moore  family  and  which  be  himself  has 
maintained  as  a center  of  progressive  and  suc- 
cessful enterprise  in  the  important  domain  of 
agricultural  and  live-stock  industry.  He  has 
kept  the  farm  up  to  high  standard  and  has 
made  numerous  improvements  on  the  place  since 
it  came  into  his  i»ossession.  He  lias  taken 
loyal  interest  in  everything  pertaining  to  the 
well  being  of  his  native  township  and  county, 
is  liberal  anil  progressive  in  his  civic  attitude, 
lie  is  a democrat  in  politics  and  is  serving  as 
township  trustee  as  noted  in  the  opening  para- 
graph of  this  review.  Both  he  and  his  wife 
hold  membership  in  the  Nottingham  Presbyte- 
rian Church. 

June  11,  1896.  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Moore  to  Miss  Estella  Fulton,  who  likewise 
was  born  and  reared  in  Harrison  County,  and 
of  the  four  children  of  this  union  three  are 
living — Norris  K„  Paul  F.  and  Sarah  Martha. 
Stanley,  the  second  child,  died  when  wilsnit 
sixteen  months  old.  Mrs.  Moore  is  a daughter 
of  John  C.  and  Sadie  (Cordner)  Fulton,  the 
former  of  whom  was  born  in  Nottingham  Town- 
ship. Harrison  County,  May  16,  1840,  a son  of 
William  Fulton,  the  family  name  of  whose  w ife 
was  Pugh.  Mrs.  Sadie  (Cordner)  Fulton  was 
born  in  Belmont  County.  Ohio.  May  16.  1840. 
a daughter  of  John  Cordner.  who  owned  and 
operated  a pioneer  woolen  mill  in  that  county. 
John  C.  Fulton  secured  his  early  education  in 
the  common  schools;  but  he  was  a close  student 
and  great  reader  all  his  life  and  secured  a well 
selected  library  and  he  became  a remarkably 
well-educated  man.  During  his  early  manhood 
he  taught  school  for  many  years,  and  even 
after  he  was  engaged  in  farming  he  taught 
a number  of  terms.  During  the  last  few  years 
of  his  life  Mr.  Fulton  lived  retired,  in  the  City 
of  Cadiz,  where  his  death  occurred  October  2, 
1919.  his  wife  having  passed  to  eternal  rest  on 
the  1st  of  November,  1898.  They  became  the 
parents  of  four  children — William  E.,  John  E.. 
Duel  la  and  Estella.  The  elder  son,  William  Iv. 
was  killed  by  a falling  tree.  wrhen  he  was 
eighteen  years  of  age. 

Leonard  R.  Copeland  was  -born  in  Franklin 
Township.  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  on  the  10th 
of  October,  1850,  is  a representative  of  a family 
that  was  founded  in  this  state  in  the  year  1805 
and  the  name  of  which  has  been  concerned 
with  civic  and  industrial  affairs  ip  Harrison 
County  for  fully  ninety  years.  In  his  vocation 
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as  a farmer  in  his  native  township  Mr.  Cope- 
land is  in  every  sense  upholding  the  high  stand- 
ard of  the  family  name,  and  his  homestead 
farm  comprises  1G0  acres  of  the  excellent  land 
of  Franklin  Township. 

James  Copeland,  father  of  him  whose  name 
initiates  this  sketch,  was  born  in  the  State  of 
Maryland,  August  7,  1801,  and  in  1805  his 
father.  John  Copeland,  came  to  Ohio  and  pur- 
chased a small  farm  property  in  Jefferson 
County,  where  he  reclaimed  his  land  from  the 
forest  and  where  he  continued  to  reside  until 
his  death,  in  1840.  his  widow,  whose  maiden 
name  was  Isabelle  Leach,  having  survived  him 
by  a number  of  years  and  their  children  hav- 
ing been  nine  in  number.  They  held  member- 
ship In  the  old-time  Seceder  Church  and  in 
I>olitics  John  Copeland  was  a democrat.  James 
Copeland  was  reared  on  the  pioneer  farm  in 
Jefferson  County  and  there  he  continued  his 
active  association  with  agricultural  pursuits 
until  1830.  when  he  came  to  Harrison  County 
and  established  his  residence  on  a farm  in 
Franklin  Township.  There  he  resided  until 
1854,  when  he  removed  with  his  family  to  a 
farm  in  Washington  Township.  Here  he  de- 
veloiHHl  his  farm  into  consistent  productiveness 
and  became  one  of  the  substantial  men  of  the 
township.  His  death  occurred  April  30,  1859, 
and  bis  widow  was  one  of  the  most  venerable 
pioneer  women  of  this  township  at  the  time  of 
her  death,  in  1904.  John  Copeland,  father  of 
James,  was  a native  of  Ireland  and  he  and 
his  wife  were  sterling  pioneers  of  Jefferson 
County,  Ohio,  where  they  remained  until  their 
deaths,  their  children  having  been  John,  Samuel, 
William,  Thomas.  Joseph.  Archibald,  James. 
David  and  a son  who  died  in  infancy.  James 
Copeland  came  to  Harrison  County  in  company 
with  his  brother  Thomas,  and  they  purchased 
and  began  the  reclamation  of  eighty  acres  of 
land,  in  Franklin  Township,  their  association 
in  farm  enterprise  having  continued  until  they 
married  and  established  individual  homes. 
James  Copeland,  a man  of  strong  mentality  and 
well,  fortified  opinions,  was  a staunch  advocate 
of  the  principles  of  the  democratic  party,  and 
both  he  and  his  wife  were  zealous  communi- 
cants of  the  United  Brethren  Church. 

In  1837  was  solemnized  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Copeland  to  Miss  Mary  Ann  Walters,  who  was 
horn  in  Carroll  County.  Ohio,  a daughter  of 
Leonard  and  Rachel  (Ruby)  Walters,  who  re- 
moved in  an  early  day  from  Jefferson  County 
to  Carroll  County,  their  children  having  been 
Thomas.  Joseph,  Mary  Ann.  Catherine,  Martha 
and  Maria.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  James  Copeland  be- 
came the  parents  of  nine  children:  Thomas  W.. 
who  was  born  in  Franklin  Township,  August 
*Jo.  185s.  married  Mary  E.  Ramsey,  and  they 
became  the  parents  of  six  children.  He  was 
one  of  the  representative  farmers  of  Franklin 
Township  at  the  time  of  his  death.  He  served 
as  a member  of  Company  C.  One  Hundred  and 
Twenty-sixth  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  in  the 
Civil  war.  was  wounded  in  action  at  the  battle 
of  the  Wilderness,  was  captured  by  the  enemy 
and  was  held  as  a prisoner  of  war  until  De- 
cember 25.  1894.  when  he  was  released,  the 
following  April  having  been  marked  by  his  re- 


turn to  his  home.  Matilda,  the  second  child, 
died  young.  John  C.  enlisted  in  response  to 
President  Lincoln’s  first  call  for  volunteers,  in 
1861,  and  became  a member  of  the  Thirteenth 
Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  in  which  he  continued 
in  active  service,  with  the  Army  of  the  Cumber- 
land. until  he  was  captured  by  the  enemy,  on 
the  march  to  Atlanta.  He  was  held  in  Ander- 
sonville  Prison  until  the  close  of  the  war  and 
uj>on  his  return  to  Camp  Chase,  at  Columbus, 
Ohio,  he  was  struck  down,  supposedly  by  a 
highway  robber,  his  injuries  being  such  that 
he  died  soon  after  his  insensible  body  was 
found,  his  remains  being  interred  In  the  Na- 
tional Cemetery  at  the  Ohio  capital.  The  names 
of  the  other  children  are  here  recorded:  Rachel 
E.,  Maria.  Isabel,  Leonard  R„  Samuel  S.  and 
Nancy  Elizabeth. 

Leonard  R.  Copeland  found  his  early  youth 
diversified  by  work  on  the  home  farm  and  at- 
tendance in  the  district  schools  of  Franklin 
and  Washington  Townships.  He  remained  at 
the  parental  home  until  his  marriage,  in  1884. 
when  he  engaged  in  farming  in  Tuscarawas 
County,  which  continued  as  the  stage  of  his 
activities  until  1904,  when  he  returned,  with 
bis  family,  to  Franklin  Township.  Harrison 
County,  where  he  has  since  been  a successful 
agriculturist  and  stock-grower,  his  present  farm 
having  come  into  his  ownership  in  1914.  He  is 
a republican  in  politics  and  his  wife  is  an 
active  member  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church.  They  gave  three  of  their  sons  to  the 
nation’s  service  in  the  late  World  war.  and 
each  of  these  fine  young  men  saw  service  over 
sea  s. 

October  9,  1884,  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Copeland  to  Miss  Isabel  Carson,  who  was  born 
in  the  City  of  Pittsburgh.  Pennsylvania,  and 
who  was  about  one  year  old  at  the  time  of  her 
mother's  death.  She  was  then  taken  into  the 
home  of  her  aunt.  Mrs.  Jane  Moore,  residing 
near  Tippecanoe.  Harrison  County.  Ohio,  where 
she  was  reared  to  adult  age  and  was  given  the 
advantages  of  the  public  schools.  Mrs.  Cope- 
land is  a daughter  of  Joseph  and  Jane  (Ham- 
lin) Carson,  who  were  natives  of  Ireland,  where 
their  marriage  was  solemnized.  Upon  coming 
to  America  the  parents  established  their  home 
at  Pittsburgh,  where  Mr.  Carson  engaged  in 
the  mercantile  business  in  a small  way.  he 
having  been  a resident  of  Uhrichsville.  Ohio, 
at  the  time  of  his  death,  and  his  children  hav- 
ing been  three  in  number — John.  Catherine  and 
Isabel.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Copeland  have  eight  chil- 
dren— William  Harvey,  George  M..  Marietta. 
Oscar  Thomas.  John  C.,  Cleda  Ethel,  James 
Alexander  and  Idella  May.  William  Harvey 
Copeland,  who  is  engaged  in  farming  in  Monroe 
Township,  married  Miss  Laura  Conaway,  and 
they  have  three  children — Margaret.  Wilma  and 
Lloyd.  George  M.  Copeland,  who  is  now  at  the 
parental  home,  entered  the  nation’s  service  May 
30,  1918,  and  was  stationed  at  Camp  Gordon 
until  the  27th  of  the  following  July,  when  he 
sailed  for  France.  There  he  served  as  a mem- 
ber of  Company  I,  Sixteenth  Infantry.  First 
Division,  with  which  he  participated  in  the  his- 
toric battles  of  Saint  Mihiel.  September  12-19. 
1918:  and  the  engagements  of  Meuse-Argonne, 
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September  30  to  November  9.  With  the  same 
division  of  the  American  Expeditionary  Forces 
he  later  served  as  a member  of  the  army  of 
occupation  in  Germany.  He  landed  on  the 
shores  of  his  native  land  September  5,  1919, 
and  with  his  command  participated  in  the  re- 
viejv  of  the  overseas  troops  in  the  City  of  Wash- 
ington, District  of  Columbia.  At  Camp  Meade, 
Maryland,  he  received  his  honorable  discharge 
September  24,  1919.  Marietta,  the  eldest 

daughter,  is  the  wife  of  Harry  Patterson,  of 
Harrison  County,  and  they  have  one  child, 
Ethel.  Oscar  Thomas  Copeland,  who  married 
Miss  Hattie  Ynrnell  and  now  resides  in  Tappan, 
likewise  gave  gallant  service  in  connection  with 
the  World  war.  lie  entered  service  April  29, 

1918,  and  at  Camp  Sherman.  Ohio,  was  assigned 
to  Company  C of  the  Three  Hundred  and  Eighth 
Engineers,  Eighty-third  Division.  With  his 
command  he  sailed  from  Hoboken,  New  Jersey, 
on  the  4th  of  the  following  month,  and  the 
disembarkment  occurred  in  the  i>ort  of  Liver- 
pool, England,  his  arrival  in  France  occurring 
June  18.  With  his  original  organization  be 
lived  up  to  the  full  tension  of  the  great  conflict, 
as  he  took  part  In  the  great  battles  of  the 
Aisne-Mnrne  offensive,  July  29-August  6:  those 
of  the  Vesle  sector,  August  6-18;  Oise-Aisne, 
August  18-September  9;  and  the  Meuse-Argonne 
offensive,  from  September  26  until  November 
11.  After  the  signing  of  the  armistice  he  was 
with  his  command  In  Germany  from  December 
13,  1918,  to  May  4,  1919,  and  on  the  13th  of 
July,  1919,  he  sailed  from  France  for  the 
United  States,  his  honorable  discharge  having 
been  received  at  Camp  Sherman,  on  the  7th  of 
July.  John  C.  Copeland,  who  is  now  associated 
once  more  with  the  affairs  of  the  home  farm, 
entered  military  service  July  24,  1918,  and  there- 
after he  was  stationed  at  Camp  Sherman,  as  a 
member  of  the  Three  Hundred  and  Thirty-sixth 
Infantry,  Eighty-fourth  Division,  until  October 
20,  1918,  when  he  sailed  with  his  command 
for  the  stage  of  war.  He  was  with  his  com- 
mand in  camp  at  Liverpool,  England,  at  the 
time  when  the  historic  armistice  was  signed, 
and  he  arrived  in  a home  port  on  January  31, 

1919,  his  discharge  having  been  given,  at  Camp 
Sherman,  on  the  14th  of  the  following  month. 
Idella  May,  the  youngest  daughter,  married 
Frank  Anderson,  of  Uhrichsville,  and  now  re- 
sides at  Dennison,  Ohio.  Four  children  of  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Copeland  are  at  the  parental  home. 

Samuel  Garfield  Hitchcock.  After  making 
a variety  of  experiments  a number  of  the  more 
progressive  farmers  of  Harrison  County  have 
found  it  more  profitable  to  specialize  on  certain 
strains  of  stock,  and  concentrate  their  efforts 
to  produce  extra  fine  quality,  rather  than  to 
strive  for  quantity.  One  of  these  men  is  Sam- 
uel G.  Hitchcock,  of  Franklin  Township,  who 
has  made  a well-deserved  reputation  for  himself 
as  a breeder  of  Poland-China  hogs  and  blooded 
Shorthorn  cattle. 

Samuel  Garfield  Hitchcock  was  born  on  his 
present  farm,  June  14,  1881,  a son  of  Samuel 
Hitchcock,  and  grandson  of  John  Hitchcock. 
The  birth  of  John  Hitchcock  took  place  in 
Cadiz  Township.  He  was  married  to  Sarah 


Kelly,  born  in  Moorefield  Township,  this  county. 
After  their  marriage  they  began  farming  in 
Cadiz  Township,  but  while  his  children  were 
still  small,  he  moved  to  Franklin  Township, 
Harrison  County,  and  bought  the  farm  now 
owned  by  his  grandson,  Samuel  Garfield  Hitch- 
cock, and  there  he  lived  until  his  death.  His 
children  were  as  follows:  Samuel,  Johnson, 
Mary  and  Isabel,  the  last  two  being  deceased. 

Samuel  Hitchcock  was  born  in  Cadiz  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County,  Ohio,  on  April  28,  1840, 
and  was  brought  to  the  farm  in  Franklin 
Township  when  a child  of  two  years.  There 
he  did  general  farming  and  stockraising,  and 
owned  241  acres  of  land.  His  children  were 
as  follows;  John  S.,  who  is  deceased;  Samuel 
Garfield,  whose  name  heads  this  review;  Olga 
Mabel,  who  lives  with  her  father;  and  Ernest, 
who  lives  at  Levettsburg,  Franklin  County, 
Ohio.  Mrs.  Hitchcock  died  in  1901  firm  in  the 
faith  of  the  Christian  Church,  of  which  she 
had  long  been  a devout  member,  and  her  hus- 
band and  children  also  early  united  with  this 
church.  She  bore  the  maiden  name  of  Nancy 
,1.  McGill,  and  was  a daughter  of  John  and 
Nancy  (Auld)  McGill.  Mrs.  McGill  was  a 
da  lighter  of  Stewart  and  Rebecca  Auld,  and 
Mr.  McGill  was  a son  of  Thomas  McGill,  who 
si>ent  his  life  in  Ireland.  John  McGill,  also 
born  In  Ireland,  came  to  the  United  States  in 
young  manhood,  and  located  on  a farm  in 
Franklin  Township,  Harrison  County,  Ohio, 
which  comprised  eighty  acres,  all  of  which  were 
covered  with  heavy  timber  when  he  bought  it. 
His  death  occurred  on  this  farm  in  1869.  The 
children  of  John  McGill  and  his  wife  were  as 
follows:  Thomas,  who  died  March  18,  1920; 
Sarah,  who  was  second  in  order  of  birth;  Nancy 
J..  who  was  Mrs.  Samuel  Hitchcock;  Robert, 
who  Is  a farmer  of  Franklin  Township:  and 
Stewart,  who  lives  in  Oklahoma.  The  McGills 
were  Presbyterians. 

Samuel  Garfield  Hitchcock  went  to  the 
Weaver  School  in  Franklin  Township,  and 
learned  to  he  a farmer.  Since  1917  he  has 
owned  the  241  acre  homestead,  and  on  it  he 
is  doing  a general  farming  and  stockraising 
business,  and  as  before  stated  is  giving  special 
attention  to  breeding  pure  bred  Poland-China 
hogs  and  blooded  Shorthorn  cattle. 

In  1906  Mr.  Hitchcock  was  united  In  marriage 
with  Lura  M.  Price,  a daughter  of  Benjamin 
F.  and  Mary  (Barkley)  Price.  A complete 
sketch  of  the  Price  family  is  given  elsewhere 
in  this  work.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hitchcock  have 
three  children,  namely:  Mary  O.,  Samuel  B. 
and  Mabel  E.  The  Hitchcocks  are  members  of 
the  Christian  Chapel  Church,  and  take  an  ac- 
tive part  in  its  good  work. 

Sherman  W.  McKibben  is  a representative  of 
a sterling  pioneer  family  of  Moorefield  Town- 
ship. Harrison  County,  where  he  Is  now  a 
progressive  young  agriculturist  and  stock- 
grower,  as  the  owner  of  a well  improved  farm 
of  100  acres.  He  was  born  In  this  township, 
on  the  24th  of  September,  1894,  and  Is  a son 
of  William  and  Lydia  S'.  (Porter)  McKibben, 
both  likewise  natives  of  Harrison  County. 
George  McKibben,  grandfather  of  William,  was 
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one  of  the  most  venerable  citizens  of  Moorefleld 
Township  at  the  time  of  his  death  and  had 
been  a resident  of  that  township  for  many 
years,  he  having  there  developed  a good  farm. 
He  was  born  in  Jefferson  County,  Ohio.  Sep- 
tember 15,  1804.  but  was  reared  principally  in 
Belmont.  He  was  a son  of  Richard  and  Sarah 
< Broca w)  McKlbben.  Richard  McKlbben  was 
born  in  Allegheny  County,  Pennsylvania,  in 
1742.  and  was  there  reared  to  manhood,  his 
father  having  there  settled  upon  immigrating 
from  Ireland,  his  native  place.  About  the  year 
1790  Richard  McKibben  came  with  his  family 
to  Ohio,  and  after  remaining  a short  time  in 
Jefferson  County  he  removed  to  Belmont  County, 
loiter  he  resided  for  a time  in  Harrison  County, 
and  he  was  a resident  of  Morgan  County  at  the 
time  of  his  death,  in  1825.  Upon  condng  to 
Ohio  he  entered  a large  tract  of  land,  and  he 
and  his  family  had  a full  share  of  experience 
in  connection  with  life  on  the  frontier.  The 
family  name  of  his  first  wife  was  Coulter,  that 
of  his  second  wife  was  Robinson,  and  Sarah 
Broca w became  his  third  wife,  eight  children 
having  been  born  of  the  last  union,  namely: 
Richard.  Joseph,  Samuel,  Thomas,  William,  Re- 
becca. Jane  and  George. 

George  McKibben  was  reared  under  the  con- 
ditions of  pioneer  life  In  Ohio  and  In  1S2S  he 
married,  the  family  name  of  his  wife  having 
been  Brashers  and  she  died  within  a short 
time  after  the  birth  of  their  only  child,  Jesse, 
who  eventually  established  his  home  in  the 
State  of  Illinois.  In  1830  Mr.  McKibben  wedded 
Miss  Martha  Brocaw,  and  they  became  the  par- 
ents of  two  sons,  George  and  John.  .Mrs.  Me- 
Kibben  died  within  a comparatively  few  years 
after  her  marriage  and  for  his  third  wife  Mr. 
McKibben  chose  Miss  Eleanor  Morrison,  who 
became  the  mother  of  three  children — William. 
Eleanor  and  Richard.  After  the  death  of  his 
third  wife  Mr.  McKibben  married  Jane  Bealle. 
who  died  in  1887. 

John  McKibben.  son  of  George  and  Martha 
(Brocaw)  McKibben,  was  born  In  Athens  Town- 
ship. Harrison  County,  January  27,  1833.  Janu- 
ary 3.  1856,  recorded  his  marriage  to  Miss  Isa- 
bel le  McMillan,  who  was  born  in  the  same 
township,  October  6,  1829,  a daughter  of  Charles 
and  Rosanna  (Gilmore)  McMillan,  who  came 
from  Ireland  to  America  in  1S06  and  who  be- 
came pioneer  settlers  in  Harrison  County,  Ohio. 
Two  years  after  his  marriage  John  McKibben 
removed  to  Moorefleld  Township,  where  he  be- 
came the  owner  of  a farm  in  section  31  and 
where  he  and  his  wife  passed  the  remainder  of 
their  lives,  both  having  been  members  af  the 
Nottingham  Presbyterian  Church  and  his  po- 
litical support  having  been  given  to  the  repub- 
lican party.  John  and  Isabelle  McKibben 
became  the  parents  of  six  children — George. 
John  C.,  Mary  E.,  Sarah  B.,  William  and 
Thomas  C. 

^ Sherman  W.  McKibben  gained  his  early  edu- 
cation in  the  public  schools  of  his  native  town- 
ship and  he  remained  on  the  old  homestead 
farm  of  his  parents  until  his  marriage,  since 
which  time  he  has  been  engaged  in  independent 
farm  enterprise  in  his  native  township,  where 
he  is  the  owner  of  an  excellent  farm  of  100 


acres,  as  previously  stated  in  this  context.  His 
IKditical  allegiance  is  given  to  the  republican 
party  and  he  and  his  wife  hold  membership  in 
the  Nottingham  Presbyterian  Church. 

On  the  30th  of  June,  1915,  was  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  Mr.  McKibben  to  Miss  Jennie 
Hamilton,  daughter  of  Salathiel  M.  Hamilton. 
Mi*,  and  Mrs.  McKibben  have  four  children—^-* 
Sherman,  Esther,  Ernest  and  Helen.  • P £ 

Robert  E.  McCauley.  In  the  sketches  of 
Smylie  F.  and  Robert  Forbes  McCauley  appear 
adequate  date  concerning  the  sterling  pioneer 
family  of  which  Robert  Emmett  McCauley  is 
a popular  member  of  the  younger  generation  in 
Harrison  County.  He  was  born  in  Monroe 
Township,  this  county,  May  26,  1878,  and,  with 
the  exception  of  one  year  passed  in  the  Village 
of  Jewett,  this  county,  he  has  been  continuously 
identified  with  farm  Industry  in  his  native 
township  from  the  time  of  his  boyhood  He  is 
a brother  of  Smylie  F.  McCauley,  in  whose  in- 
dividual record  Is  given  due  information  con- 
cerning their  honored  father,  the  late  Booth 
McCauley. 

Robert  E.  McCauley  did  not  lack  for  invigor- 
ating discipline  in  connection  with  the  activities 
of  the  home  farm,  in  the  work  of  which  he 
began  to  aid  when  he  was  a boy,  and  to  the 
public  schools  of  Monroe  Township  he  renders 
tribute  for  his  early  education.  Since  his  mar- 
riage he  has  become  an  independent  exponent 
of  farm  enterprise  and  is  the  owner  of  fifty- 
three  acres,  his  attention  being  here  given  to 
properly  diversified  agriculture  and  to  the  rais- 
ing of  good  types  of  live  stock.  He  is  a demo- 
crat in  politics  and  his  appreciative  loyalty  to 
his  native  county  is  shown  in  his  liberal  and 
progressive  civic  attitude. 

January  8,  1S99,  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  McCauley  to  Miss  Ida  F.  Bower.  She  was 
born  and  reared  in  Harrison  County  and  Is  a 
daughter  of  Stanton  and  Catherine  (Fierbaugh) 
Bower.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  McCauley’s  attractive  and 
hospitable  rural  home  is  brightened  by  the 
presence  of  their  four  children — Robert  Wayne, 
Ralph  Vernon,  Charles  Hamll,  and  Emmet 
Lloyd.  Ethel  Lucille,  the  first  child,  died  at 
the  age  of  thirteen  years. 

Isaac  T.  Rainsbebg.  One  of  the  men  who 
lias  long  been  associated  with  the  agricultural 
activities  of  Harrison  County  is  Isaac  T.  Ralns- 
berg  of  Monroe  Township,  where  he  owns  124 
acres  of  valuable  land.  He  was  born  In  Tus- 
carawas County,  Ohio,  April  21.  1857.  a son 
of  Adam  and  Mary  (Wells)  Rainsberg.  and 
grandson  of  Jacob  Rainsberg,  a native  of  Penn- 
sylvania. who  came  to  Ohio  at  an  early  day 
and  settled  In  Tuscarawas  County.  The  family 
is  of  German  descent. 

Adam  Rainsberg  was  a stone  mason  of 
Goshen  and  Union  Townships,  Tuscarawas 
County,  and  he  also  was  engaged  In  farming  to 
some  extent.  He  died  in  Tuscarawas  County, 
where  he  was  bora,  passing  away,  January  6, 
1889.  His  wife  was  born  near  Baltimore,  Mary- 
land. and  was  a daughter  of  Philip  Wells,  who 
married  a Miss  Whitten.  The  children  born 
to  Adam  Rainsberg  and  his  wife  were  as  fol- 
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lows:  Theodore;  Freeman;  Philip  W. ; Anna, 
who  married  Kennedy  Herron;  Margaret  E., 
who  died  unmarried;  Isaac  T. ; George  W. ; 
Hannah,  who  died  when  small ; and  William 
A.  Both  Adam  Rainsberg  and  his  wife  were 
consistent  members  of  the  United  Brethren 
Church,  and  people  of  upright  Christian  char- 
acter. 

Isaac  T.  Rainsberg  attended  the  Windy  Ridge 
District  School  of  Union  Township,  Tuscarawas 
County,  Ohio,  and  lived  at  home,  working  on 
his  father’s  farm  until  his  marriage,  after  which 
he  began  farming  on  his  own  account  and  con- 
tinued to  live  in  Tuscarawas  County.  In  the 
spring  of  1901  he  came  to  Harrison  County, 
and  located  on  a farm  in  Franklin  Township 
now  occupied  by  his  son.  This  continued  to  be 
his  home  until  in  March,  1919,  when  he  moved 
to  his  present  farm,  and  here  he  has  since 
carried  on  a general  line  of  farming  and  stock- 
raising. 

Isaac  T.  Rainsberg  was  married  to  Mary  A. 
Kaderly,  born  in  Tuscarawas  County,  Ohio, 
March  20,  1858,  a daughter  of  Jacob  and  Cath- 
erine (Marty)  Kaderly,  and  they  became  the 
parents  of  the  following  children:  Mary  Cather- 
ine, who  married  Ross  Bernard,  lives  near  Hale, 
Michigan,  and  has  two  children,  Edith  Lauretta 
and  Charles  Ross;  Emerson  Roy,  a sketch  of 
whom  appears  elsewhere  in  this  work ; and 
Edith  Grace,  who  married  Robert  H McDevitt, 
lives  at  Uhrich8ville,  Ohio,  and  has  two  chil- 
dren, Helen  Marie  and  Hazel  Jane;  Therman 
married  Olive  Gatchell.  daughter  of  Elias 
Gatchell,  and  has  one  daughter,  Alta  Elaine. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Rainsberg  are  members  of  the 
Plum  Run  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in  which 
they  are  valued  forces.  Both  in  Tuscarawas 
and  Harrison  counties  Mr.  Rainsberg  has  done 
his  part  in  the  constructive  work  of  the  neigh- 
borhood, and  has  earned  the  reputation  he  bears 
of  being  an  excellent  farmer  and  worthy  citizen. 

Matthew  Law  is  in  the  most  significant  sense 
progressive  and  vigorous  as  a representative  of 
farm  industry  in  his  native  township  and  county 
and  was  born  on  the  farm  which  is  now  his 
place  of  residence.  In  Monroe  Township,  Harri- 
son County.  Here  he  was  born  on  the  7th  of 
August,  1869,  and  he  is  a son  of  John  and 
Sarah  Jane  (Trimble)  Law,  both  representa- 
tives of  honored  pioneer  families  of  the  county, 
as  may  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  personal 
sketch  of  their  son  William  B.,  on  other  pages 
of  this  work,  where  is  given  ample  record  con- 
cerning the  Law  family. 

Matthew  Law  gained  his  early  education  in 
the  Havner  School  In  his  home  district,  and  he 
has  remained  continuously  on  the  old  homestead 
farm  from  the  time  of  bis  birth,  while  for  the 
past  fifteen  years  he  has  here  been  carrying 
forward  Independent  operations  as  an  agricul- 
turist and  stock-grower,  with  special  attention 
given  to  the  raising  of  cattle  and  sheep  of  ap- 
proved types.  He  not  only  has  active  charge  of 
his  father’s  old  home  farm,  of  eighty  acres,  but 
Is  individually  the  owner  of  a well  Improved 
landed  estate  of  337  acres,  so  that  it  may  well 
be  understood  that  in  his  native  township  he 
finds  ample  scope  and  opportunity  for  successful 


farm  enterprise  upon  an  extensive  scale,  as 
gauged  by  the  standards  of  the  locality.  Mr. 
Law  gives  his  political  support  to  the  demo- 
cratic party  and  is  loyal  and  public-spirited  in 
his  civic  attitude.  His  name  is  still  enrolled  on 
the  roster  of  eligible  bachelors  In  Harrison 
County. 

A.  Chalmers  Wallace  is  a scion  of  the  fourth 
generation  of  the  Wallace  family  in  Harrison 
Couuty,  where  he  is  a successful  representative 
of  farm  enterprise  in  his  native  township  of 
Moorefield.  Here  he  was  born  on  the  26th  of 
September,  1871,  a son  of  Elijah  R.  and  Eliza- 
beth S.  (Brokaw)  Wallace.  Elijah  R.  Wallace 
was  born  in  Moorefield  Township,  this  county, 
on  the  16th  of  March,  1828,  and  here  his  death 
occur  red  December  23,  1910.  He  was  a son 
of  Allen  and  Mary  (Brown)  Wallace,  the  former 
of  whom  was  born  In  Pennsylvania,  April  15, 
1793.  a son  of  John  and  Margaret  (Anderson) 
Wallace,  who  were  bom  and  reared  In  York 
County,  that  state,  where  they  remained  until 
about  the  year  1804,  when  they  removed  to 
Washington  County,  Pennsylvania,  but  in  1805 
they  came  to  Ohio  and  became  pioneer  settlers 
in  Pitney  Township.  Belmont  County.  There 
they  remained  until  1822,  when  they  came  to 
Harrison  County,  where  John  Wallace  pur- 
chased 160  acres  of  wild  land.  In  section  5. 
Moorefield  Township,  where  he  Instituted  the 
development  of  a pioneer  farm  and  where  he 
and  his  wife  passed  the  remainder  of  their 
lives,  their  four  children  having  been  William. 
Allen.  Nancy  and  Jane.  Allen  Wallace  was 
about  twelve  years  old  at  the  time  of  the  family 
immigration  to  Ohio,  and  was  reared  to  man- 
hood in  Belmont  County,  where  his  marriage 
was  solemnized  and  where  he  remained  until 
1822  when  he  came  to  Harrison  County  and 
purchased  the  farm,  of  160  acres,  which  later 
came  into  the  ownership  of  his  son  Elijah  R., 
and  which  continued  to  be  his  place  of  residence 
until  his  death,  February  21.  1880,  his  wife 
having  passed  away  April  12.  1874,  and  both 
ha  vine  been  zealous  members  of  the  Presbyte- 
rian Church,  in  which  he  served  many  years 
as  an  eider.  They  became  the  parents  of  eight 
children— John.  Andrew,  William,  Mary.  James. 
Elijah  R..  Anderson  and  Samuel. 

Elijah  R.  Wallace  passed  his  entire  life  In 
Moorefield  Township,  where  he  eventually  came 
into  possession  of  the  fine  old  home  farm  on 
which  he  was  born  and  on  which  he  remained 
until  the  time  of  his  death,  his  political  alle- 
giance having  been  given  to  the  democratic 
party  and  both  he  and  his  wife  having  been 
zealous  members  of  the  Nottingham  Presbyte- 
rian Church.  January  23.  1868.  recorded  the 
marriage  of  Elijah  R.  Wallace  and  Miss  Eliza- 
beth S.  Brokaw.  and  after  his  death  she  re- 
mained on  the  old  homestead  until  she  too 
passed  to  the  life  eternal,  on  the  23rd  of  Febru- 
ary. 1917.  Mrs.  Wallace  was  born  March  25. 
1842.  and  was  a daughter  of  Abraham  and 
Mary  (Guthrie)  Brokaw.  both  of  whom  passed 
their  entire  lives  in  Ohio,  where  the  respective 
families  were  founded  in  the  pioneer  days.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Wallace  became  the  parents  of  six 
children : Samuel  Vincent  married  Miss  Luella 
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Hayes  and  they  reside  in  Jefferson  County;  A. 
Chalmers,  of  this  review,  was  the  next  in  order 
of  birth;  Mary  M.  remains  with  her  brother 
Chalmers  on  the  old  homestead;  Plummer  W. 
died  in  infancy;  Clara  A.  died  in  July,  1893; 
and  Lena  B.  is  the  widow  of  Joshua  A.  Wal- 
lace, who  died  February  18,  1914,  and  she  still 
remaining  on  their  old  home  farm,  in  Moorefield 
Township,  and  her  children  being  four  in  num- 
ber— Clara  M.,  David  B.,  William  C.  and 
Dean  E. 

A.  Chalmers  Wallace  is  indebted  to  the  public 
schools  of  the  Village  of  Moorefield  for  his  early 
educational  discipline,  and  save  for  brief  in- 
tervals he  has  remained  continuously  on  the 
old  home  farm,  where  he  is  now  conducting  a 
substantial  and  prosperous  enterprise  as  an 
agriculturist  and  stock-grower,  with  a finely 
improved  farm  property  of  170  acres,  owned 
jointly  by  him  and  his  sister  Mary  M.,  who 
presides  over  the  domestic  economies  and  social 
affairs  of  the  attractive  home,  both  she  and 
her  brother  being  unmarried,  and  both  holding 
membership  in  the  Nottingham  Presbyterian 
Church.  In  politics  Mr.  Wallace  holds  affilia- 
tion with  the  democratic  party  and  as  a citizen 
he  takes  deep  interest  in  all  things  touching 
the  welfare  of  his  native  township  and  county. 

Jacob  M.  Long  has  contented  hiniself  with 
the  opportunities  that  have  been  offered  in  his 
native  township  and  has  not  been  denied  a 
generous  measure  of  success  in  connection  with 
his  well  ordered  service  as  an  agriculturist  and 
stock-grower,  of  which  fundamental  industries 
he  is  a popular  and  effective  exemplar  in  Lee 
Township,  Carroll  County.  Further  interest 
attaches  to  his  career  by  reason  of  the  fact  that 
he  owns  and  has  always  resided  upon  the  fine 
old  homestead  farm  which  was  the  place  of  his 
birth  and  in  the  upkeep  of  which  he  has  shown 
marked  energy  and  good  judgment  On  his  pres- 
ent farm  Mr.  Long  was  born  November  2,  1864, 
the  farm  being  situated  in  section  20,  Lee  Town- 
ship. He  is  a son  of  Samuel  and  Margaret 
(Ames)  Long,  the  former  of  whom  was  born 
in  Jefferson  County.  Ohio,  and  the  latter  in 
Lee  Township,  Carroll  County,  on  the  farm  now 
owned  by  Jacob  M.  Long.  Samuel  Long  was 
a son  of  Jacob  Long  and  the  family  name  of 
his  mother  was  Slates.  Jacob  Long  was  born 
in  Virginal  and  became  a pioneer  settler  in 
Jefferson  County,  Ohio.  Margaret  (Ames) 
Long  was  a daughter  of  William  and  Priscilla 
(Shultz)  Ames,  the  former  a native  of  Penn- 
sylvania and  the  latter  of  Harrison  County, 
Ohio.  William  Ames  was  one  of  the  pioneer 
settlers  of  Lee  Township,  Carroll  County, 
where  he  developed  a productive  farm  which 
is  kept  to  a high  standard  by  his  grandson, 
Jacob  M Long.  It  was  on  this  farm  that  Sam- 
uel Long  and  his  wife  established  their  home 
soon  after  their  marriage,  and  here  they  passed 
the  remainder  of  their  lives,  secure  in  the  high 
esteem  of  all  who  knew  them.  Mrs.  Long  hav- 
ing inherited  the  old  Ames  homestead,  of  180 
acres.  She  was  one  of  the  venerable  native 
daughters  of  Lee  Township  at  the  time  of  her 
death,  in  December,  1917,  her  husband  having 
passed  away  on  the  26th  of  April,  1891.  Of  the 


children  it  may  be  recorded  that  Mary  Jane 
is  the  widow  of  Frank  Busier  and  resides  in 
Lee  Township;  William  H.  Is  one  of  the  sub- 
stantial farmers  of  this  township;  Eva  A.  is 
the  widow  of  John  Burrier  and  resides  at  Car- 
rollton; and  Jacob  M.,  of  this  review,  is  the 
youngest  of  the  children. 

The  district  schools  of  his  native  township 
afforded  Jacob  M.  Long  his  youthful  education, 
and  he  has  continuously  been  associated  with 
farm  enterprise  on  the  old  home  place,  100 
acres  of  which  he  purchased  from  his  widowed 
mother.  The  farm  is  notable  alike  for  -its 
superior  buildings  and  for  the  excellent  produc- 
tiveness that  gives  evidence  of  careful  and 
progressive  management.  Mr.  Long  has  taken 
deep  interest  in  all  things  pertaining  to  the 
civic  and  material  welfare  and  advancement  of 
his  home  community  and  native  county,  is  a 
democrat  in  politics  but  has  had  no  desire  for 
the  honors  of  public  office  of  any  kind. 

On  the  4th  of  October,  1900,  Mr.  Long  wedded 
Miss  Margaret  Harple,  who  likewise  was  born 
and  reared  in  Carroll  County  and  who  is  a 
daughter  of  Peter  and  Isabel  (Young)  Harple. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Long  have  one  child,  Charles  D., 
who  remains  at  the  parental  home. 

Ralph  V.  Wiiittakkr.  In  this  post-war  pe- 
riod of  general  unrest,  disturbed  economic  and 
industrial  conditions,  and  exaggerated  cost  of 
living,  the  one  class  of  citizens  who  may  well 
consider  themselves  favored  are  the  producers 
iu  the  ever  important  domains  of  agriculture 
and  live-stock  industry.  In  all  times  the  voca- 
tion of  the  farmer  has  been  one  of  signal  inde- 
Iiendenee,  and  at  no  period  in  the  world's  his- 
tory has  this  fact  become  so  significantly  em- 
phasized as  in  this  opening  period  of  the  second 
decade  of  the  twentieth  century.  Harrison 
County  rests  its  prestige  and  prosperity  mainly 
upon  its  fine  farms  and  the  productive  indus- 
tries which  they  represent,  and  among  the  many 
sterling  citizens  who  are  effectively  upholding 
tills  basic  industry  in  the  county  is  Ralph  Y. 
Whittaker  who  is  one  of  the  progressive  farm- 
ers of  the  younger  generation  in  North  Town- 
ship. Here  he  was  born  on  the  22d  of  Novem- 
ber, 1884,  a son  of  Thomas  A.  and  Martha  Flo- 
rence (Anderson)  Whittaker,  both  likewise  na- 
tives of  the  Ohio  district  to  which  this  history 
is  dedicated  and  both  representatives  of  sterling 
pioneer  families  of  Harrison  County.  Thomas 
A.  Whittaker  was  born  in  North  Township,  this 
county.  May  5,  1859,  and  his  death  occurred 
August  22,  1914.  His  wife  was  born  in  Perry 
Township,  Carroll  County,  December  30,  1856. 
and  she  was  about  thirty-two  years  of  age  at 
the  time  of  her  death,  February  17,  1888.  Mrs. 
Whittaker  was  a daughter  of  Robert  and  Es- 
ther (McCullough)  Anderson,  the  former  of 
whom  was  born  in  Washington  County,  Penn- 
sylvania, October  11,  1815,  a son  of  Samuel  and 
Catherine  (Forbes)  Anderson,  who  came  from 
the  old  Keystone  State  and  established  their 
home  in  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  in  1838.  In 
Stock  Towmship  Samuel  Anderson  purchased  a 
farm,  on  w’hlch  were  a grist  mill  and  a saw  mill, 
and  here  he  and  his  wife  passed  the  remainder 
of  their  lives.  He  died  February  22,  1866,  in 
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his  eighty-third  year,  his  wife  having  passed 
away  October  16,  1847,  in  her  fifty-fourth  year. 
Samuel  Anderson  was  a man  of  liberal  educa- 
tion and  did  successful  service  as  a teacher  and 
surveyor.  He  was  first  a Whig  and  later  a 
republican  in  politics,  and  both  he  and  his  wife 
were  devout  members  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church.  They  became  the  parents  of  seven 
sons  and  one  daughter,  and  Robert  was  the 
eldest  of  the  number.  July  1,  1840,  Robert  An- 
derson wedded  Miss  Esther  McCullough,  of 
Archer  Township,  and  thereafter  he  operated  his 
father’s  two  mills  for  seven  years.  He  then 
rented  a farm  in  Archer  Township  for  three 
years,  at  the  expiration  of  which  he  purchased 
land  in  Perry  Township,  Carroll  County,  where 
he  developed  a productive  farm.  In  the  spring 
of  1860  he  sold  this  property  and  returned  to 
Harrison  County,  where  he  purchased  the  farm, 
in  North  Township,  on  which  he  and  his  wife 
passed  the  remainder  of  their  lives,  both  having 
attained  to  venerable  age  and  both  having  been 
earnest  members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 
Thy  became  the  parents  of  nine  children,  of 
whom  Martha  Florence,  mother  of  Ralph  V.. 
was  next  to  the  youngest.  Ralph  V.  Whittaker 
was  but  four  years  old  at  the  time  of  his 
mother’s  death,  and  the  other  two  children  were 
but  five  days  old  at  the  time  of  her  death. 
They  were  twin  daughters,  Martha  Anderson 
and  Lucy  Florence,  and  the  latter  died  in  Oc- 
tober, 1888,  surviving  the  mother  by  about  nine 
months.  Martha  A.,  who  was  born  February 
12,  1888,  is  the  wife  of  D.  D.  Fierbaugh,  and 
they  reside  in  the  city  of  Pittsburgh,  Pennsyl- 
vania. Thomas  A.  Whittaker  passed  his  entire 
life  in  Harrison  County  and  was  one  of  the  sub- 
stantial farmers  and  representative  citizens  of 
North  Township  at  the  time  of  his  death,  which 
occurred  in  1914,  as  previously  noted.  He  was 
a brother  of  George  Whittaker. 

Ralph  V.  Whittaker  gained  his  preliminary 
education  in  the  public  schools  at  Hanover,  and 
thereafter  was  for  three  years  a student  in  Scio 
College.  In  1909  he  went  to  Akron,  Ohio,  where 
for  five  years  he  was  in  the  employ  of  the  B.  F. 
Goodrich  Rubber  Company,  and  in  1914,  owing 
to  the  falling  health  of  his  father,  he  returned 
home  and  assumed  the  management  of  the  farm, 
a part  interest  in  which  came  to  him  by  inherit- 
ance at  the  time  of  his  father’s  death,  while  in 
1915  he  assumed  full  ownership  of  this  excel- 
lent farm  of  139  4-5  acres,  by  purchasing  the 
interest  of  the  other  heirs.  His  political  al- 
legiance is  given  to  the  republican  party,  he  is 
affiliated  with  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows,  in  the  city  of  Akron,  and  he  and  his 
wife  hold  membership  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church  at  S’cio. 

October  19,  1915,  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  Whittaker  to  Miss  Elizabeth  Louise  Gar- 
man,  daughter  of  George  W.  and  Cynthia  Hall 
(Baird)  Garman,  of  Summit  County,  Ohio,  and 
the  one  child  of  this  union  is  a winsome  little 
(laughter,  Dorothy  Louise,  born  May  29,  1918. 

Harry  M.  Birney.  Adequate  record  concern- 
ing the  honored  pioneer  family  of  which  Mr. 
Birney  is  a popular  representative  in  his  native 
county  is  given  on  other  pages  of  this  work. 


in  the  sketch  of  the  career  of  his  brother  James 
Earl  Birney,  while  other  personal  reviews  in 
the  volume  likewise  give  interesting  data  con- 
cerning the  family. 

Harry  M.  Birney,  a son  of  James  N.  and  Auna 
(McFadden)  Birney,  was  born  in  Washington 
Township,  Harrison  County,  on  the  19th  of  Jan- 
uary, 1882,  and  in  addition  to  availing  himself 
of  the  advantages  of  the  public  schools  of  his 
native  township  he  completed  a course  in  the 
business  or  commercial  department  of  Scio  Col- 
lege, at  Scio,  this  county.  He  remained  on  the 
old  home  farm  until  his  marriage,  May  23,  1906, 
to  Miss  Ella  L.  McClintick,  daughter  of  Thomas 
C.  and  Rebecca  (Easlick)  McClintick,  and  he 
then  engaged  in  independent  farm  enterprise  in 
his  native  township,  where  he  continued  his  ac- 
tivities until  the  autumn  of  1917,  when  he  pur- 
chased his  present  fine  farm  estate,  of  268  acres, 
in  Franklin  Township.  Here  he  has  since  found 
ample  scope  for  his  vigorous  and  progressive 
achievement  in  connection  with  agricultural  and 
live-stock  enterprise,  and  he  is  one  cf  the  repre- 
sentative farmers  of  the  younger  generation 
his  native  county,  where  he  and  his  wife  have  a 
circle  of  friends  that  Is  limited  only  by  that  of 
their  acquaintances.  Both  hold  membership  in 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  in  politics  he 
gives  his  allegiance  to  the  republican  party.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Birney  have  two  children — Forrest  E., 
who  was  born  December  7,  1907,  and  Anna  Re- 
becca, who  was  born  February  5,  1918. 

Thomas  C.  McClintick,  father  of  Mrs.  Birney. 
was  bom  in  Franklin  Township,  Harrison 
County,  December  23,  1844,  and  was  the  young- 
est member  of  a family  of  five  children.  lie  is 
a son  of  Jonathan  and  Sarah  (Carruthers)  Mc- 
Clintick, who,  In  1840,  left  their  old  home  in 
Westmoreland  County,  Pennsylvania,  and  came 
to  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  where  the  father  pur- 
chased a farm  in  section  9,  Franklin  Township, 
where  he  remained  until  his  death,  February  6. 
1889,  his  devoted  wife  having  passed  away  on 
the  4th  of  March,  1885,  and  both  having  been 
earnest  and  influential  members  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  at  Feed  Springs,  in  which  ho 
served  more  than  thirty  years  as  superintend- 
ent of  the  Sunday  School,  besides  holding  other 
.official  positions  In  the  church. 

Thomas  C.  McClintick  was  reared  and  edn 
cated  in  Harrison  County  and  here  he  became 
the  owner  of  a valuable  farm  of  300  acres,  in 
Franklin  Township.  He  was  a staunch  sup- 
porter of  the  cause  of  the  republican  party  and 
he  and  his  wife  held  membership  in  the  same 
Presbyterian  Church  as  did  his  parents.  He 
died  November  27,  1920.  December  24,  1868, 
marked  the  marriage  of  Thomas  C.  McClintick 
to  Miss  Rebecca  Easlick,  daughter  of  Pasco  Eas- 
lick, of  Franklin  Township,  and  of  this  union 
were  bom  eight  children — Etta  (Mrs.  James 
Downs),  Lillie  Dale,  John  C.,  Jesse  A.,  Eva  M.. 
Ella  L.  (Mrs.  Harry  M.  Birney),  Bert  E.  and 
Edna  Feme. 

John  P.  Rocjkrs.  Thoroughly  acquainted  with 
the  art  and  science  of  agriculture  as  carried  on 
at  the  present  day.  John  P.  Rogers,  who  owns  a 
well-kept  farm  in  Stock  Township,  has  attained 
a noteworthy  position  among  the  active  and 
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thrifty  farmers  of  Harrison  County,  his  diligent 
toil  and  judicious  management  of  his  affairs  hav- 
ing won  him  assured  success  in  his  undertak- 
ings. A son  of  Welch  Rogers,  he  was  born  Feb- 
ruary 24,  1876.  in  Cadiz  Township,  Harrison 
County,  Ohio,  of  pioneer  stock. 

His  father,  Welch  Rogers,  has  for  many  years 
been  superintendent  of  the  Harrison  County  In- 
firmary. The  history  of  this  old  and  honored 
family  in  Eastern  Ohio  begins  with  Joseph 
Rogers,  who  came  from  Maryland  early  in  the 
nineteenth  century  and  developed  a farm  in 
Cadiz  Township.  His  children  were  named 
Warren.  Joseph,  William,  Barrett,  Elijah,  Lydia 
and  Mary  Ann.  The  next  generation  was  repre- 
sented by  his  son  William  Rogers  who  was  born 
in  Maryland  on  November  30,  1798,  and  married 
Susan  Carson,  a native  of  Harrison  County, 
Ohio,  and  daughter  of  John  Carson,  pioneer. 
William  Rogers’  career  as  a farmer  was  spent 
in  Cadiz  or  Nottingham  Township.  His  chil- 
dren were  eight  in  number,  their  names  being 
Qjndinia,  John  B.,  Jesse,  Nancy,  Hannah,  Frank. 
Calvin  and  Barrett. 

John  B.  Rogers,  grandfather  of  John  P. 
Rogers,  was  born  in  Cadiz  Township,  and  died 
February  7,  1875,  after  an  active  career  as  a 
farmer.  His  wife  was  Rosanna  Keckler,  who 
was  born  near  Gettysburg,  Pennsylvania,  and 
lived  until  March  14,  1917.  Her  parents,  John 
and  Susan  (Gordon)  Keckler.  came  to  Harrison 
County  about  1840  and  about  fifteen  years  later 
moved  to  Crawford  County,  Ohio.  Their  chil- 
dren were  Josiah,  Mary  Ann,  Martha,  Rosanna 
and  Melinda  Keckler.  The  eight  children  of 
John  B.  Rogers  and  wife  were:  Welch;  Al- 

wibla  who  became  the  wife  of  George  D.  Barger 
and  both  are  now  deceased:  John  O.  who  was 
drowned  May  31,  1872.  at  the  age  of  eighteen : 
Nancy  Margaret  who  became  the  wife  of  Elmer 
Barger:  Susanna  Melinda  who  married  Bartley 
Slater:  J.  Gordon  who  married  Mary  Dicker- 
son;  Rosa  who  became  the  wife  of  L.  H.  Smith: 
and  Nora,  wife  of  Emmett  Nash. 

Elsewhere  in  these  pages  is  given  a brief 
sketch  of  the  business  career  of  Welch  Rogers, 
who  was  born  in  Cadiz  Township  September  5, 
1851.  and  on  May  20,  1875.  married  Eliza  Jane 
Adams,  daughter  of  Percival  and  Mary  Jane 
Adams.  She  died  November  14,  1887,  and  of 
her  three  children  John  P.  Rogers  was  the 
oldest. 

Receiving  good  educational  advantages  when 
young  John  P.  Rogers  attended  the  rural  schools 
of  three  townships,  Cadiz.  Nottingham  and 
Stock.  As  a young  man  he  turned  his  attention 
toward  agriculture,  which  has  since  been  his 
principal  industry.  Beginning  as  a farmer  in 
Cadiz  Township  he  remained  there  a few  sea- 
sons and  later  continued  his  operations  in  Green 
Township  for  a period  of  two  years.  Coming 
then  to  Stock  Township,  Mr.  Rogers  bought  his 
present  property  of  ninety-eight  acres,  which  is 
located  along  the  Ocean  to  Ocean  Highway,  and 
in  its  management  has  displayed  sound  judg- 
ment and  acknowledged  ability,  his  farm  in  re- 
gard to  its  appointments  comparing  favorably 
with  any  in  the  neighborhood. 

Mr.  Rogers  married.  March  16.  1808.  Mary 
Cramblett,  a daughter  of  Thomas  and  Hannah 


(Mallernee)  Cramblett,  and  sister  of  William 
E.  Cramblett.  Three  children  have  blessed 
their  union,  namely:  Florence,  a graduate  of 

the  business  department  of  Scio  College: 
Thomas,  born  March  13,  1901,  died  July  19, 
1909:  and  Harold,  a pupil  in  the  Cadiz  High 
School.  Mr.  Rogers,  although  not  an  office 
seeker,  has  served  two  terms  as  trustee  of 
Stock  Township.  Both  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Rogers 
are  consistent  members  of  the  Pleasant  Valley 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South. 

Clarence  A.  Bargar.  As  one  of  the  many 
enterprising  men  actively  engaged  in  agricultural 
pursuits  in  Harrison  County.  Clarence  A.  Bar- 
gar.  of  Stock  Township,  brought  to  his  calling 
excellent  judgment  and  good  business  methods, 
and  in  the  prosecution  of  his  chosen  work  he 
met  with  signal  success.  A native  of  Stock 
Township,  he  was  born  July  22,  1883.  a son  of 
James  C.  Bargar,  a grandson  of  Jacob  Bargar, 
and  great-grandson  of  Peter  Bargar,  one  of  the 
very  early  settlers  of  Cadiz  Township,  this 
county.  Jacob  Bargar  married  Abigail  Mary 
Campbell,  whose  parents  were  James  and 
Lydia  (Shrieve)  Campbell.  James  Campbell 
was  a pioneer  of  Stock  Township,  Harrison 
County.  In  recounting  these  genealogical  facts 
it  will  be  seen  that  Clarence  A.  Bargar  was  a 
lineal  descendant  of  at  least  two  pioneer  fami- 
lies of  this  section  of  the  state. 

James  C.  Bargar.  a prosperous  farmer  of 
Stock  Township,  was  born  here  February  22. 
1848,  and  has  spent  his  entire  life  in  this  town- 
ship. He  married,  November  22,  1877.  Anna  N. 
Rogers,  and  Into  their  home  five  children  were 
born,  namely:  Ix)uie  A.;  Violet:  Clarence  A., 

the  subject  of  this  sketch ; Lanceolet  II. : and 
Winifred  E.,  wife  of  R.  Park  Heavilin. 

Completing  his  early  education  in  the  rural 
schools  of  Stock  Township,  Clarence  A.  Bargar 
acquired  a practical  knowledge  of  the  art  of 
farming  under  his  father’s  tuition,  and  remained 
a member  of  the  parental  household  until  estab- 
lishing a home  of  his  own  by  taking  unto  him- 
self a wife.  Purchasing  at  that  time  his  farm 
of  ninety-seven  acres,  he  brought  It  under  an 
excellent  state  of  cultivation,  and  as  a fanner 
and  stock  raiser  met  with  satisfactory  results, 
year  by  year  adding  to  his  wealth,  at  the  same 
time  establishing  himself  more  firmly  in  the  es- 
teem and  confidence  of  his  neighbors,  and  add- 
ing to  his  usefulness  and  value  as  a member  of 
the  community. 

Mr.  Bargar  married,  June  25.  1912,  Lydia 
Phillips,  a daughter  of  William  Phillips,  a pros- 
perous farmer  of  Gilmore  Township,  Greene 
County,  Pennsylvania.  William  Phillips  has 
been  twice  married.  By  his  first  wife,  whose 
maiden  name  was  Mary  Keefe,  he  had  eleven 
children.  Elroy.  Martha,  Wesley,  William,  Ja- 
cob. Lillie.  Philip,  Logan,  George,  Homer  and 
Lydia.  Of  this  union  with  his  second  wife. 
Mrs.  Penina  Darling,  one  child  was  born.  Edwin 
Phillips.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bargar  five  children 
were  born,  namely : Mary  Anna,  born  August 

9.  1913;  Ruth  Phillips,  born  September  10,  1914; 
Dora  Esther,  bom  November  23,  1915:  and 
James  William  and  Martha  Elizabeth,  twins, 
born  May  20.  1919. 
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Greatly  interested  in  public  affairs,  Mr.  Bar- 
par  rendered  excellent  service  as  a trustee'  of 
Stock  Township  from  1918  until  his  death.  He 
was  a conscientious  member  of  the  Pleasant 
Valley  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  of  which  he 
was  a trustee,  and  his  wife  is  also  a member  of 
that  church.  Clarence  A.  Bargar  died  Febru- 
ary 24.  1920. 

Edwin  Marion  Lonc.  In  a log  cabin  situated 
in  Monroe  Township.  Harrison  County,  Ohio, 
there  was  born  on  May  17,  1851,  a child  who  was 
destined  to  become  the  founder  and  executive 
head  of  one  of  the  most  prosperous  industrial 
enterprises  of  the  county:  and  that  child,  reared 
and  educated  in  this  county,  grew  to  be  the 
vigorous  business  man  whose  name  introduces 
this  review  and  whose  administrative  ability  is 
attested  in  the  broad  scope  and  importance  of 
tlie  business  controlled  by  the  present  firm  of 
E.  M.  Ixmg  & Sons  at  Cadiz.  The  story  of  Mr. 
Long’s  career  offers  both  lesson  and  incentive, 
and  in  connection  with  his  successful  activities 
there  has  been  a reflex  in  the  furtherance  of  the 
general  business  and  industrial  progress  of  his 
native  county.  The  firm  of  E.  M.  Bong  & Sons 
has  built  up  an  important  wholesale  and  retail 
business  in  the  handling  as  well  as  the  manu- 
facturing of  lumber  and  builders’  supplies,  with 
a general  plant  that  is  of  the  most  modern  type, 
with  mills  and  warehouse  of  large  capacity,  and 
with  two  garages  that  are  models  in  structural 
plans  and  equipment  in  all  departments  for  the 
handling  of  all  kinds  of  automobile  supplies  and 
accessories. 

Edwin  M.  Long  was  born  in  Monroe  Township. 
Harrison  County,  as  noted  above,  and  is  a son 
of  William  E.  ami  Mary  Ann  (Slonaker)  I/>ng. 
the  former  of  whom  was  born  in  Columbiana 
County,  this  state.  December  7,  1822,  and  the 
latter  in  Monroe  Township.  Harrison  County, 
where  her  parents,  James  and  Nancy  Slonaker, 
were  pioneer  settlers.  Their  children  were 
seven  in  number.  Matilda,  Sarah,  Rebecca.  Su- 
san. Eliza.  Elizabeth  Jane  and  Mary  Ann.  Will- 
iam E.  I/>ng  was  a son  of  James  and  Elizabeth 
(Eversole)  Long,  and  the  former’s  father,  James 
Long.  Sr.,  was  born  in  Ireland,  the  original 
spelling  of  the  name  having  been  Lang.  James 
I /mg  (Ling),  Sr.,  was  a leading  pioneer  clergy- 
man of  the  Presbyterian  Church  In  Pennsyl- 
vania, where  he  was  pastor  of  a church  at 
Fallen  Springs  for  more  than  a quarter  of  a 
century.  While  pastor  at  this  place  he  preached 
a memorial  sermon  on  the  occasion  of  the  death 
of  General  George  Washington,  and  this  sermon 
is  still  preserved  In  the  archives  of  the  church. 

Janies  I/mg,  grandfather  of  Edwin  M.  of  this 
review,  was  a pioneer  in  Columbiana  County, 
Ohio,  where  he  passed  the  greater  part  of  hi#* 
life,  though  he  wns  a resident  of  Harrison 
County  for  several  years  prior  to  his  death,  his 
vocation  having  been  that  of  a carpenter.  He 
and  liis  wife  became  the  parents  of  a family  of 
twelve  children — William  E.,  John,  James, 
Henry.  Hezekiah.  George.  Louisa,  Mary,  Sarah. 
Rachel  Ann,  Elizabeth  and  a daughter  who  died 
young. 

William  E.  Long  learned  the  carpenter’s  trade 
under  the  direction  of  his  father  and  for  many 


years  followed  this  trade  in  Harrison  County, 
where*  he  maintained  his  home  in  Monroe  Town- 
ship. He  was  known  as  a skilled  and  conscien- 
tious artisan  and  developed  a representative 
business  in  the  erection  of  buildings  and  bridges 
in  this  county.  He  was  venerable  in  years  at 
the  time  of  his  death  in  1909,  his  wife  having 
passed  away  in  1894. 

They  were  members  of  the  United  Brethren 
Church.  They  became  the  parents  of  eight  chil- 
dren. of  whom  Edwin  M.,  of  this  sketch,  was 
the  second  in  order  of  birth,  the  names  of  the 
other  children  being  as  follows:  Nancy  Jane, 

(’ora.  Bingham,  Virgil.  Ida.  Joseph  and  LInville. 

To  the  rural  schools  of  Monroe  Township  -Ed- 
win M.  I/mg  is  indebted  for  his  early  education, 
and  when  he  was  a lad  of  fourteen  years  he 
began  a practical  apprenticeship  to  the  carpen- 
ter’s trade  under  the  direction  of  his  father. 
When  but  eighteen  years  of  age  his  skill  at  his 
trade  was  such  that  he  was  made  foreman  of 
the  carpenters  engaged  in  completing  the  dwell- 
ing house  of  John  McCauley  on  Plum  Run,  this 
county,  and  he  continued  to  give  his  wages  to 
his  father  until  he  attained  to  his  legal  majority, 
tills  having  been  in  accordance  with  the  custom 
of  that  day.  At  the  age  of  twenty-one  Mr.  Long 
married  and  began  his  independent  career  at 
his  trade.  In  the  initial  stages  of  his  career  as 
a contractor  and  builder  he  took  great  pride  In 
making  every  detail  of  workmanship  of  the 
highest  grade,  and  thus  his  reputation  grew 
apace  and  resulted  in  his  being  awarded  many 
important  contracts,  in  oach  of  which  he  mani- 
fested the  same  fidelity  to  plans  and  specifica- 
tions. In  Harrison  County  today  are  many  Im- 
jHirtant  buildings  that  stand  as  monuments  to 
his  ability  as  a contractor,  and  in  this  field  of 
enterprise  he  became  a leader  in  the  county.  In 
1889  he  secured  the  contract  for  the  erection  of 
the  Harrison  County  Children’s  Home:  In  1893 
he  assumed  the  contract  for  the  erection  of  the 
County  Court  House:  and  among  other  notable 
buildings  erected  by  him  are  the  county  jail 
and  sheriff's  residence,  the  Harrison  County  In- 
firmary. the  building  of  Franklin  College,  the 
Cadiz  High  School,  the  Fourth  National  Bank 
building  In  Cadiz,  the  Wood  & Wright  building, 
as  well  as  many  other  business  and  residential 
buildings  of  the  best  type.  About  the  time  of 
assuming  the  contract  for  the  erection  of  the 
county  Court  House  Mr.  Long  purchased  the 
Crew  & Hanna  lumber  yard  at  Cadiz,  besides 
which  he  admitted  to  partnership  his  elder  son, 
Emerson  W..  and  about  1900  the  younger  son 
became  a member  of  the  firm,  whose  title  was 
then  changed  to  the  present  form.  Emerson  W. 
T/mg  has  charge  of  the  local  yards  and  retail 
business  of  the  firm,  and  the  younger  son,  Al- 
fred C.,  has  the  management  of  the  extensive 
wholesale  department  of  the  enterprise,  in  con- 
nection with  which  shipments  have  been  made 
as  far  south  ns  Florida,  north  into  Canada,  east 
to  the  Atlantic  coast  and  west  into  Kansas  ami 
Iowa.  Two  traveling  representatives  are  re- 
tained by  the  firm,  which  makes  a specialty  of 
shipping  in  mixed  carload  lots,  and  a substan- 
tial wholesale  business  is  controlled  by  the  firm 
in  furnishing  supplies  to  several  of  the  largest 
railway  systems  in  the  United  States  and  Can- 
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a (la,  the  while  the  various  specialties  manufac- 
tured or  handled  by  the  firm  are  sold  also 
through  jobbers  in  leading  cities,  including  Chi- 
cago, Cleveland,  Toledo,  Pittsburgh,  Philadel- 
phia, Cincinnati  and  Columbus.  Since  discon- 
tinuing the  contracting  department  of  the  busi- 
ness the  head  of  the  firm  has  acted  principally 
in  an  advisory  capacity  only,  and  devotes  his  at- 
tention principally  to  the  very  extensive  farm 
industry  conducted  in  the  firm’s  name  near  Ca- 
diz. In  the  handling  of  its  extensive  wholesale 
trade  the  firm  justly  claims  many  advantages 
that  are  not  to  be  had  in  the  metropolitan  trade 
center,  and  the  wonderful  expansion  of  the  en- 
terprise testified  to  trade  appreciation  of  this 
fact.  The  garages  of  the  firm  are  modern  build- 
ings of  fire-proof  construction  with  a capacity 
for  storing  about  one  hundred  and  twenty-five 
cars  on  the  main  floor,  and  the  repair  depart- 
ment is  modern  in  every  detail  of  equipment. 
Here  are  handled  all  lines  of  automobile  sup- 
plies and  accessories,  and  gasoline  and  oils,  the 
latter  purchased  by  the  firm  in  tank  car  lots. 

The  splendid  farm  property  to  which  Mr. 
Long  gives  his  personal  supervision  comprises 
771  acres  and  is  situated  in  Stock  Township. 
The  farm  is  a model  In  equipment  and  manage- 
ment, is  devoted  to  diversified  agriculture  and 
stock-raising,  and  in  this  connection  the  follow- 
ing estimate  Is  worthy  of  reproduction  in  this 
review : “Because  of  the  fine  grade  of  stock 

kept,  its  excellent  care,  and  the  systematic  and 
economic  attention  to  all  details  of  crop  rais- 
ing. the  management  of  this  farm  has  set  a new 
pace  in  this  locality,  and  has  stimulated  a pride 
in  that  most  useful  and  necessary  of  all  callings 
— a pride  not  hitherto  seen  in  this  excellent 
community.  The  demand  of  the  times  is  for 
better  farming  and  more  of  it.  This  will  solve 
the  problems  of  rural  schools  and  the  rural 
church,  and  of  keeping  the  boys  and  girls  on  the 
farm,  and  keeping  the  nation  secure  in  morals, 
culture  and  patriotism.” 

In  1869  Mr.  Long  became  a member  of  the 
United  Brethren  Church  at  Bowerston,  but  he 
and  his  wife  now  hold  membership  in  the  Meth- 
odist Episcopal  Church  at  Cadiz.  He  is  a repub- 
lican and  prohibitionist  in  politics,  and  his  civic 
liberality  and  loyalty  have  been  on  a parity  with 
the  distinctive  success  which  he  has  achieved  in 
business. 

In  the  year  1872  was  solemnized  the  marriage 
of  Mr.  Long  to  Miss  Amadilla  Wyandt,  who  was 
born  and  reared  in  Monroe  Township,  this 
county,  a daughter  of  Abraham  and  Roxana 
(Dunlap)  Wyandt,  both  of  whom  were  likewise 
bom  in  Monroe  Township.  Abraham  Wyandt 
was  a son  of  John  and  Amelia  (Snyder) 
Wyandt.  John  Wyandt  was  bom  in  Maryland, 
later  established  his  home  in  Washington 
County.  Pennsylvania,  and  thence  he  finally 
came  to  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  where  he  ob- 
tained an  entire  section  of  land  in  Monroe  Town- 
ship and  developed  one  of  the  best  pioneer  farms 
of  that  part  of  the  county.  He  was  a member 
of  the  United  Brethren  Church  in  this  county 
and  built  the  first  church  of  this  denomination 
at  Tunnel  Hill  in  Monroe  Township.  His  chil- 
dren were  John.  Jacob,  Mary.  Daniel  and 
Abraham. 


Abraham  Wyandt  passed  his  entire  life  on  ttie 
old  homestead  farm  which  was  the  place  of  his 
birth,  and  for  a long  term  of  years  followed  the 
shoemaker’s  trade  in  connection  with  his  farm 
enterprise.  He  and  his  first  wife  were  zealous 
members  of  the  United  Brethren  Church.  Their 
children  were  three  in  number,  Amadilla,  Martha 
Ann  and  Miriam  Jane.  After  the  death  of  his 
first  wife  Mr.  Wyandt  married  Margaret  Ann 
(ramble,  and  they  became  the  parents  of  three 
children — Webster,  Amelia  Alice  and  Orpha 
Olive. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Long  have  three  children.  Em- 
erson Ward  Long  married  Miss  Alberta  Birney, 
and  they  have  three  children — Esther,  Hugh 
McLauren  and  Edwin  Birney.  Alfred  Curtis 
Long  married  Anna  Ilaverfield.  who  is  deceased 
and  who  is  survived  by  one  child,  Emmett  Ed- 
win. Alfred  C.  Long  volunteered  and  entered 
the  nation’s  military  sendee  in  connection  with 
the  World  war.  He  entered  Fort  Benjamin  Har- 
rison. Indiana,  on  the  13th  of  July,  1918,  and 
was  assigned  to  the  Tenth  Infantry  Band.  In 
the  latter  part  of  the  same  month  he  accom- 
panied his  command  to  Camp  Custer  at  Battle 
Creek.  Michigan,  where  the  regiment  became  a 
part  of  the  Fourteenth  Division,  and  he  was  as- 
sistant dim-tor  of  the  Regimental  Band  at  the 
time  of  receiving  his  honorable  discharge  Janu- 
ary 13,  1919,  at  Camp  Custer.  Iva  Jane,  the 
only  daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  E.  M.  Long,  is 
the  wife  of  Harry  I).  Smith,  a well-known  den- 
tist of  Cadiz,  Ohio,  and  they  have  one  child, 
Marian  Jane. 

Frank  Smith.  A farmer  of  well-known  abil- 
ity, whose  extended  practical  experience  has 
made  him  an  authority  on  this  branch  of  indus- 
try, Frank  Smith  owns  and  occupies  a well-cul- 
tivated and  well-managed  farm  in  Stock  Town- 
ship, which  has  been  his  home  for  thirty  or 
more  years.  A son  of  the  late  William  H.  Smith, 
he  was  born  April  2,  1851,  in  Nottingham  Town- 
ship. Harrison  County,  Ohio,  of  Irish  ancestry. 

William  H.  Smith  was  born  in  Ireland.  Com- 
ing to  the  United  States  in  early  life,  he  subse- 
quently met  and  married  Julia  E.  Hedges,  who 
was  a native  of  Virginia. 

William  H.  Smith  was  five  years  old  when  his 
parents  came  over  from  Ireland,  and  six  years 
old  when  the  family  settled  in  Nottingham 
Township  of  Harrison  County,  where  both  he 
and  his  wife  died. 

Acquiring  his  early  education  in  the  rural 
schools  of  his  native  township,  Prank  Smith 
later  attended  the  public  schools  of  the  village 
of  Deersville,  near  by.  Throughout  his  early 
manhood  he  assisted  his  father  on  the  home 
farm,  remaining  an  inmate  of  the  parental 
household  until  his  marriage.  He  subsequently 
continued  his  agricultural  labors  in  Nottingham 
Township  for  a period  of  fifteen  years,  after 
which  he  lived  for  a short  time  in  Deersville. 
Coming  from  there  to  Stock  Township,  Mr. 
Smith  lived  on  one  farm  for  a quarter  of  a 
century,  but  for  the  past  five  years  has  occu- 
pied his  present  farm.  He  has  165  acres  of  rich 
and  fertile  land,  on  which  his  labors  have 
proved  remunerative,  and  Is  carrying  on  general 
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farming  and  stock  raising  with  gratifying 
results. 

Mr.  Smith  married,  March  6,  1876,  Sarah  E. 
Johnson,  who  was  bom  in  Moorefleld  Township, 
Harrison  County,  Ohio,  a daughter  of  John  Wes- 
ley and  Elizabeth  (Ruby)  Johnson.  Three  chil- 
dren have  been  born  of  their  union,  namely: 
Myrtle  O.  B.,  wife  of  Dempsey  S.  Hines;  Nannie 
E.,  wife  of  Lester  Pugh,  who  is  engaged  in  farm- 
ing with  Mr.  Smith;  and  Fannie  E.,  twin  sister 
of  Mrs.  Pugh.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Smith  are  valued 
members  of  the  Deersville  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church. 

Jamks  Bibney  Rogers.  The  Rogers  family 
history  as  represented  by  James  Birney  Rogers, 
of*  Cadiz,  Harrison  County,  is  contemporary  with 
statehood  in  Ohio.  John  Rogers  came  from 
Hartford  County,  Maryland,  in  1802  and  mar- 
ried Nancy  Lemasters,  of  Harrison  County.  He 
settled  in  Cadiz  Township,  and  was  one  of  the 
pioneer  farmers  of  Harrison  County.  A son, 
William  Rogers,  was  born  to  him  December  14. 
1817.  The  Rogers  ancestry  came  from  England 
in  an  early  day  to  Maryland.  William  Rogers, 
who  owned  farm  land  in  both  Maryland  and 
Pennsylvania,  was  later  a manufacturer  of 
combs.  On  July  30,  1752,  he  married  Susanna 
Barrett,  and  eleven  children  were  born  to  them, 
one  of  them  being  John  Rogers.  On  July  4, 
1776,  when  the  Declaration  of  Independence 
came  into  existence.  William  Rogers  was 
cradling  rye  in  Maryland. 

John  Rogers  was  eight  years  old  when  his 
parents  came  to  Ohio,  and  the  Lemasters  fam- 
ily, whom  they  found  In  Ohio,  had  been  one  of 
the  first  to  cross  the  Ohio  River,  building  their 
log  cabin  in  what  seemed  to  them  the  far  west, 
and  the  maternal  grandfather  was  killed  by  the 
Indians.  When  John  Rogers  married  Nancy 
Lemasters  they  made  their  home  in  Cadiz  Town- 
ship on  land  entered  by  his  father.  William 
Rogers,  where  their  son  William  was  born  and 
grew  to  manhood,  receiving  his  education  in  the 
stone  school  house.  lie  loved  books,  and  the  end 
of  his  school  days  was  not  the  end  of  his  study. 

On  June  21,  1838.  William  Rogers,  son  of 
John  Rogers,  married  Mariah  Adams,  a daugh- 
ter of  Thomas  and  Charlotte  (Blair)  Adams. 
Mr.  Adams  was  a farmer  and  miller,  and  was 
among  the  early  settlers  of  Harrison  County. 
The  daughter  Mariah  was  the  oldest  child.  Her 
brothers  and  sisters  were:  Percival,  Matthew 

B..  Isabelle,  James  N.,  Albert  G..  William  B., 
John  W.  and  Sarah  Ellen.  William  Rogers  died 
August  15,  1808,  being  more  than  four  score 
years  old  and  having  always  lived  in  one  com- 
munity. The  children  born  to  him  are:  James 

Birney,  born  July  21.  1830.  and  named  in  honor 
of  a i>olitienl  leader  in  the  Liberty  party  of  the 
day,  John  T..  Isabelle  J.,  William  P..  Albert  I/., 
Nancy  E.  and  Bailey  S.  Rogers. 

All  through  its  history  members  of  the  Rogers 
family  have  been  political  leaders,  being  affi- 
liated with  whigs,  freesoilers  and  republicans, 
and  in  the  family  there  was  always  a strong 
anti-slavery  sentiment.  In  1885  William  Rogers 
identified  himself  with  the  prohibition  party, 
being  among  the  first  to  espouse  the  cause  that 
has  gained  universal  favor  today.  Although 


urged  to  allow  his  name  to  appear  on  election 
tickets,  he  always  declined  to  assume  the  re- 
sj>onsibility  of  political  office — the  office  at  that 
time  seeking  the  man,  while  In  modern  politics 
the  man  seeks  the  office.  In  its  church  relations 
the  Rogers  family  has  been  Wesleyans  and  Meth- 
odists, always  abreast  of  moral  movements. 

James  B.  Rogers  grew  up  on  the  farm  In 
Cadiz  Township,  and  combined  the  carpenter’s 
trade  with  farming,  but  on  December  24,  1863, 
he  enlisted  as  a mechanic  in  Company  K,  One 
Hundred  and  Twenty-eighth  Ohio  Volunteer  In- 
fantry, and  on  July  31.  1865,  he  received  his  dis- 
charge from  the  Union  army.  After  his  return 
to  Harrison  County  Mr.  Rogers  combined  school 
teaching  with  farming  for  a number  of  years, 
later  operating  a saw  mill  in  the  community. 
In  18S3  he  started  a general  merchandising 
business  in  Cadiz,  continuing  it  until  1907,  and 
since  then  he  has  been  a carpenter.  He  is  a 
director  in  the  Cadiz  Electric  Light  and  Power 
Company,  superintending  the  construction  of  the 
new  building  in  1916  now  occupied  by  the  plant. 
Since  December  1,  1918,  he  has  been  the  day 
engineer,  furnishing  the  electric  current  to  con- 
sumers in  Cadiz.  Few  men  of  his  age  are  more 
active  than  Mr.  Rogers. 

On  October  16,  1861,  James  B.  Rogers  married 
Mattie  M.  Merryman.  a daughter  of  John  and 
Mary  Merryman,  who  were  also  pioneer  resi- 
dents of  Harrison  County.  Their  children  are: 
Herman  A.,  who  died  January  9,  1917 ; Jasper  C., 
Clarence  S.  and  Angella  Estelle,  the  wife  of 
S.  W.  Means,  of  Pittsburgh,  a lumber  dealer. 
While  the  early  Rogers  family  were  Methodists 
Mr.  Rogers  is  a member  of  the  Christian  Church, 
and  Mrs.  Rogers  is  a Methodist.  For  twenty- 
eight  years  Mr.  Rogers  has  served  as  quarter- 
master in  the  J.  S.  McCready  G.  A.  R.  Post  of 
Cadiz.  From  its  organization  he  has  affiliated 
with  the  prohibition  party  in  Harrison  County, 
and  he  has  lived  to  see  the  temperance  question 
a live  political  issue — economic  rather  than  mo- 
ral and  yet  as  a wheel  horse  of  the  party  he  re- 
joices in  the  victory. 

John  G.  Roof,  of  Loudon  Township,  Carroll 
County,  has  so  directed  his  energies  as  to  gain 
maxi  mum  returns  from  his  vigorous  activities 
as  an  agriculturist  and  stock-raiser  and  aside 
from  his  personal  standing  and  achievement  spe- 
cial interest  attaches  to  his  career  by  reason  of 
the  fact  that  he  is  a representative  of  one  of 
the  honored  and  well-known  pioneer  families  of 
this  county.  He  was  born  in  Loudon  Township, 
on  the  old  home  farm  in  section  2,  and  the  date 
of  his  nativity  was  April  8,  1850.  He  is  a son 
of  John  Perry  Roof  and  Elizabeth  (Albaugh) 
Roof,  the  former  of  whom  was  born  in  Loudoun 
County.  Virginia,  and  the  latter  in  Loudon 
Township.  Carroll  County.  The  paternal  grand- 
parents. John  and  Elizabeth  (Long)  Roof,  were 
Iwmi  and  reared  In  Loudoun  County.  Virginia, 
which  was  their  home  during  life. 

The  maternal  grandparents,  William  and 
Catherine  (Simmons)  Albaugh,  were  born  in 
Maryland.  From  Frederick  County,  that  state, 
William  Albaugh  came  to  Ohio  in  the  year  1805, 
in  company  with  his  father,  John  Peter  Albaugh, 
whose  brother  Morris  was  the  first  settler  in 
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wlm t is  now  Ixmdon  Township.  Carroll  County, 
which  was  still  a part  of  Jefferson  County  when 
he  here  established  his  home  in  the  forest  wilds, 
in  1802.  In  that  same  year  Jacob  Gotschall 
likewise  settled  in  the  township,  and  these  two 
pioneers  became  the  founders  of  the  township. 
William  Alba  ugh  and  his  wife  passed  the  re- 
mainder of  their  lives  in  Carroll  County,  and 
the  family  name  has  been  one  of  special  promi- 
nence in  the  civic  and  industrial  development 
and  upbuilding  of  this  now  opulent  section  of 
the  Buckeye  State. 

After  their  marriage  John  1*.  Hoof  and  his 
wife  settled  on  the  farm  in  I/nidon  Township 
which  continued  to  be  their  home  during  the 
remainder  of  their  long  and  useful  lives.  There 
they  took  up  their  abode  on  the  loth  of  Novem- 
ber. 1853.  and  Mr.  Itoof  developed  the  place  into 
one  of  the  valuable  and  well-improved  farms  of 
the  county.  He  was  an  honored  and  influential 
figure  in  community  affairs  and  served  as  town- 
ship trustee  and  for  many  years  was  steward  in 
the  Methodist  Kp isoopal  Church  : t Kilgore.  His 
death  occurred  January  14,  1907,  his  devoted 
wife  having  passed  away  on  the  12tli  of  Sep- 
tember. 1897.  Their  eldest  child.  Alice,  is  not 
married  and  she  still  maintains  her  home  in 
Loudon  Township;  Alma  is  the  wife  of  John 
Shultz,  of  Canton.  Stark  County;  Jane  remains 
with  her  sister  Alice;  Mary  is  the  wife  of  Al- 
bert Gibson,  of  Kilgore,  this  county;  Margaret, 
the  third  of  the  maiden  sisters,  resides  with 
Alice  and  Jane  on  the  fine  old  homestead  farm 
that  was  obtained  by  their  maternal  grandfa- 
ther in  INI 5 : Elinor  is  a farmer  in  reunion 
Township;  and  John  G.,  of  this  review,  was  the 
fourth  in  order  of  birth. 

John  G.  Roof  is  indebted  to  the  district 
schools  and  Harlem  Seminary  for  his  youthful 
education,  which  was  supplemented  by  his  at- 
tending the  Northern  Ohio  University  at  Ada 
for  two  terms.  On  the  4th  of  April.  1NS1.  he 
began  his  career  as  a teacher  in  the  district 
schools,  and  he  has  continued  his  effective  ser- 
vice in  the  fiedagogic  profession  during  the  long 
intervening  years  with  the  sole  exception  of  the 
winter  of  1012-115.  After  the  death  of  his  father 
he  purchased  the  old  home  farm  of  eighty  acres, 
and  in  the  operation  of  the  same  his  son  Foster 
is  now  his  able  assistant.  His  service  as  a 
teacher  has  been  principally  given  during  the 
winter  terms,  so  that  he  has  found  ample  oppor- 
tunity to  supervise  the  work  of  his  farm,  as 
well  as  that  of  Ids  maiden  sisters,  which  cone 
prises  sixtv-two  acres.  In  his  career  as  one  of 
the  successful  and  popular  teachers  of  his  native 
county  Mr.  Itoof  taught  a number  of  years  in 
the  public  schools  at  Harlem  Springs  and  at 
Kilgore,  and  for  three  years  in  the  schools  at 
New  Humley.  He  is  a staunch  republican,  well 
fortified  in  his  political  views  and  his  opinions 
concerning  economic  and  governmental  policies, 
and  while  he  has  had  no  ambition  for  public 
office  his  civic  loyalty  was  effectively  shown  in 
his  two  terms  of  service  as  township  clerk  of 
Loudon  Township.  He  and  his  wife  are  mem- 
bers of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  at  Kil- 
gore. and  he  holds  in  the  same  the  office  of 
st  ('ward. 


On  the  8th  of  May,  1889,  was  solemnized  the 
marriage  of  Mr.  Roof  to  Miss  Rada  Cooper,  who 
was  born  and  reared  in  Perry  Township,  this 
county,  and  who  is  a daughter  of  William  and 
Jane  (Hill)  Cooper,  the  former  a native  of  Har- 
rison County  and  the  latter  of  Guernsey  County. 
Mr.  Cooper  was  born  August  27,  1834.  and  now 
resides  at  IJgonier,  Pennsylvania,  his  wife  be- 
ing deceased.  Of  the  children  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Hoof  the  eldest.  Wilma,  is  a popular  teacher  In 
the  public  schools  of  the  city  of  Canton,  Stark 
County,  as  is  also  her  next  younger  sister,  Ma- 
bel : Fannie  is  the  wife  of  IJoyd  George,  of  Car- 
rollton, and  she  likewise  had  been  a successful 
teacher;  Olin  died  at  the  age  of  ten  years; 
Everett,  who  was  the  musician  of  the  family, 
died  at  the  age  of  eighteen;  Foster  is  as§o- 
ci,  ted  with  his  father  in  the  management  of 
the  two  farms  mentioned  in  a preceding  para- 
graph; Ha  I lie.  a stenographer  and  bookkeeper, 
resides  in  the  city  of  Canton;  and  Ruth  and 
John  are.  in  1921,  students  in  the  high  school 
at  Carrollton.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Roof  have  two  fine 
grandchildren.  Kay  Erskine  George,  son  of  Loyd 
and  Fannie  (Roof)  George,  and  Carl  Dean  Roof, 
son  of  Foster  and  Mae  (Maple)  Roof. 

John  Witten.  Owning  a finely  improved 
farm  of  122  acres  of  land,  John  Witten,  of  Ger- 
man Township,  has  fairly  earned  the  high  po- 
sition he  occupies  in  the  esteem  of  his  fellow 
citizens  through  his  own  industry,  thrift  and 
g«>od  management,  and  is  rightly  numbered 
among  the  sound  and  sensible  men  of  Harrison 
County. 

John  Witten  was  born  in  Wetsel  County. 
West  Virginia,  September  4.  1863,  a son  of 
Philip  Witten,  grandson  of  John  Witten,  and 
great-grandson  of  Philip  Witten,  the  latter  being 
a native  of  Maryland.  Leaving  his  native 
state,  Philip  Witten  accompanied  his  father-in- 
law,  Noah  Dickerson,  down  the  Ohio  River  as 
far  as  Ixniisville,  Kentucky,  but  then,  not  finding 
conditions  to  his  liking  there,  retraced  his  way 
up  the  Ohio  River  and  finally  located  in  Mon- 
roe County,  at  what  later  came  to  be  known  as 
Witten’s  Landing.  A post  office  was  also  named 
in  his  honor,  and  he  became  one  of  the  lead- 
ing men  and  representative  farmers  of  his  day. 

John  Witten  was  born  October  29.  17N3.  and 
died  of  typhoid  fever  October  11,  1827.  By  his 
first  marriage  he  had  two  children,  twins.  Jo- 
seph and  Nancy,  who  were  born  June  2,  1810. 
After  the  death  of  his  first  wife,  on  November 
2.1.  ini 3.  John  Witten  was  married  to  Susannah 
Roby,  who  was  born  September  16,  1792.  Their 
children  were  as  follows:  Philip,  who  is  men- 

tions! below ; Owen  R.,  who  was  born  July  2. 
1816;  K.  D..  who  wTas  bom  April  11.  1817; 
Ruth  I).,  who  was  born  February  22,  1819;  Mary 
Ann.  who  was  born  January  16,  1821  ; William, 
who  was  born  May  26,  1822;  John,  who  was 
born  April  29,  1825:  and  Leander.  who  was 
born  September  22.  1826.  Mrs.  Susannah  Wit- 
ten died  March  27,  1862.  having  survived  her 
husband  for  many  years. 

Philip  Witten  w-as  born  in  Tyler  County.  Vir- 
ginia. January  20,  1S15.  and  his  wife,  Ann  Gard. 
was  bom  in  1S32.  After  he  reached  manhood  he 
moved  into  what  is  now  West  Virginia,  and  con- 
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tinued  to  live  there  until  his  death,  which  oc- 
curred September  2,  1876,  being  all  of  that  time 
engaged  in  farming.  His  wife  passed  away  Oc- 
tober 10,  1016.  Their  children  were  as  follows: 
John,  Theresa  and  Owen,  of  whom  the  daugh- 
ter is  deceased. 

John  Witten  attended  the  schools  of  his  lo- 
cality, and  began  farming  in  West  Virginia, 
where  he  continued  to  live  until  1908,  when  he 
came  to  German  Township,  Harrison  County, 
and  bought  122  acres  of  land  on  which  he  has 
since  resided.  Here  he  is  carrying  on  a general 
farming  and  stockraising  business,  and  takes 
pride  in  keeping  his  property  in  first-class 
condition. 

On  November  17.  1KN7.  Mr.  Witten  was  mar- 
ried to  Amanda  Leggett,  a daughter  of  Robert 
D.  and  Mary  (Birch)  Leggett.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Witten  lost  their  only  child.  Bessie,  when  site 
was  four  and  one-half  years  old.  the  little  one 
dying  of  scarlet  fever.  Mrs.  Witten  is  a con- 
sistent member  of  Bethel  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church.  Both  she  and  Mr.  Witten  have  many 
friends  here  as  well  as  in  their  old  home  in  West 
Virginia. 

Allen  L.  Adams.  It  is  said  of  Allen  L.  Adams, 
the  Cadiz  insurance  man,  that  when  he  was 
treasurer  of  Harrison  County  he  was  the  young- 
est man  to  be  elected  to  that  office.  lie  was 
elected  in  1910  and  re-elected  in  1912,  showing 
that  the  people  of  Harrison  County  had  con- 
fidence in  his  executive  ability,  notwithstanding 
his  youthfulness.  Before  his  election  as  county 
treasurer  Mr.  Adams  had  served  six  years  as 
postmaster  at  Laeeyville.  He  was  born  Novem- 
ber 5.  1879,  in  Nottingham  Township,  and  has 
always  lived  in  Harrison  County. 

Allen  L.  Adams  is  a son  of  Albert  B.  and  Em- 
ily J.  (Crawford)  Adams,  the  father  a native 
of  Stock  and  the  mother  of  Franklin  townships. 
She  is  a daughter  of  Edward  Crawford,  of 
Franklin.  Percival  Adams,  the  grandfather, 
was  born  September  10,  1820,  in  Harrison 
County,  but  his  father,  Thomas  Adams,  was  born 
in  Pennsylvania,  in  1790,  and  always  lived  near 
Pittsburgh  until  1815,  when  he  located  in  Har- 
rison County.  Thomas  Adams  married  Char- 
ity Blair,  and  that  was  the  beginning  of  the 
Adams  family  in  Ohio.  On  March  27,  1845,  Per- 
cival  Adams  married  Mary  J.  Downs,  a daughter 
of  Richard  and  Elizabeth  (McKinney)  Downs. 
Mr.  Downs  was  a native  of  Carroll  County, 
while  his  wife  came  from  Lancaster  County, 
Pennsylvania.  Their  children  are  John  F.,  Al- 
bert B..  Richard  W.,  Thomas  B.,  James  B., 
Eliza  J.  and  Margaret  B.  Adams. 

In  its  early  history  the  Adams  family  were 
Methodists,  and  they  were  given  the  educational 
advantages  of  the  day.  Albert  B.  Adams  spent 
his  entire  life  as  a farmer  in  Stock  Township. 
Ilis  children  are:  Harry  E..  Allen  L..  Mary  J. 

(wife  of  Joseph  Walker)  and  Cloyde  P.  Adams. 
A.  L.  Adams  supplemented  his  common  school 
education  with  five  years  of  study  in  Seio  Col- 
lege. and  for  a few  years  was  a teacher  in  pub- 
lic schools.  In  the  meantime  he  completed  a 
course  of  study  in  a business  college,  and  was 
employed  for  some  time  in  Pittsburgh. 


Since  completing  his  service  as  treasurer  of 
Harrison  County  Mr.  Adams  has  remained  in 
Cadiz,  where  he  conducts  a general  insurance 
business,  dealing  in  stocks  and  bonds  and  doing 
something  with  real  estate.  His  experience  as 
county  treasurer  gave  him  a wide  acquaintance 
with  the  citizens  of  Harrison  County.  On  Sep- 
tember 10.  1913,  Mr.  Adams  married  Rosa  Belle 
Pettay.  a daughter  of  Elihu  and  Mary  Jane 
(Rowland)  Pettay.  Their  children  are  Allen 
I>eslie  and  Sterling  Pettay.  They  are  members 
of  the  Methodist  Church  in  Cadiz. 

Charles  D.  Snyder,  deceased,  was  one  of  the 
representative  farmers  of  German  Township, 
where  he  owned  and  occupied  the  pleasant  old 
homestead  house  in  which  he  was  born  on  the 
30th  of  October,  1859.  and  in  which  he  died  on 
June  8.  1929.  He  was  a son  of  Adam  and  Mary 
M.  (Angel)  Snyder,  the  former  of  whom  was 
born  in  Maryland  December  25.  1790.  and  the 
latter  was  bom  in  Rumley  Township.  Harrison 
County,  in  the  year  1827.  John  Lawrence  Sny- 
der, grandfather  of  him  whose  name  initiates 
this  pa  nigra ph,  made  the  long  overland  trip 
from  Maryland  to  Ohio  in  the  early  days,  the 
original  journey  having  been  made  by  him  on 
horseback,  and  he  became  one  of  the  pioneer 
settlers  and  farmers  of  German  Township,  Har- 
rison County,  where  he  and  his  wife  passed  the 
remainder  of  their  lives,  their  children  having 
been  seven  in  number  -Henry,  George.  Samuel. 
Adam,  Anna.  Elizabeth  and  Mary.  Adam  Sny- 
der gained  experience  in  connection  with  pioneer 
life  in  Harrison  County  and  became  one  of  the 
substantial  fanners  and  representative  citizens 
of  German  Township,  where  he  owned  an  ex- 
cellent farm  of  140  acres  at  the  time  of  his 
death.  June  14.  1808.  The  family  name  of  his 
first  wife  was  Shuss,  and  they  had  six  children 

George.  Jeremiah.  Catherine.  Mary  Ann. 
Sarah  and  Margaret,  the  last  named  having  died 
in  early  childhood.  After  the  death  of  his  first 
wife  Adam  Snyder  married  Miss  Mary  M.  An- 
gel, who  survived  him  by  a number  of  years  and 
passed  away  in  about  1879.  aged  fifty-nine 
years.  The  names  and  respective  dates  of  birth 
of  their  children  are  here  recorded:  John  L.. 

September  29,  1840:  Hiram.  February  2,  1845; 
Samuel.  November  1.  1851  : James  H..  August  5, 
1853:  Josephus.  April  10.  1850:  Charles  D.. 
October  30,  1859:  Maria,  date  of  birth  not  en- 
tered on  family  records:  Eliza  Jane.  October  7. 
1841:  Matilda.  April  29,  1850;  Amanda,  Decem- 
ber 24.  1842  (died  in  early  childhood)  : and 
William,  who  was  l>orn  February  2.  1844,  and 
died  as  a small  child.  Of  these  children  it  was 
given  to  John  L.  to  render  gallant  service  as  a 
soldier  of  the  1’nion  in  the  Civil  war.  Tie  en- 
listed in  the  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-sixth 
Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  with  which  he  con- 
tinued in  active  service  three  years  and  took 
part  in  many  engagements.  Including  the  battles 
of  Antietam.  Cold  Harbor  and  the  Wilderness. 

Charles  D.  Snyder  gained  his  youthful  educa- 
tion in  the  district  schools  of  German  Township 
and  save  for  a period  of  nine  years,  during 
which  he  resided  In  the  village  of  Germano,  this 
county,  he  remained  continuously  on  the  old 
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homestead  farm  which  was  the  place  of  his 
birth  and  of  which  he  owned  seventy  acres,  his 
brother  Josephus  owning  and  occupying  the  ad- 
joining seventy  acres,  likewise  a part  of  the  orig- 
inal farm.  He  was  always  ready  to  give  his 
loyal  support  to  measures  advanced  for  the 
wellbeing  of  his  native  township  and  county, 
was  a republican  in  political  affiliation,  was  a 
member  of  the  German  Reformed  Church  at 
Germane,  and  his  widow  holds  membership  in 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

On  the  16th  of  June,  1881,  was  solemnized  the 
marriage  of  Mr.  Snyder  to  Miss  Martha  Jane 
Harding,  who  was  born  in  Carroll  County,  Ohio, 
a daughter  of  Philip  and  Mary  (Lucas)  Harding. 
Philip  Harding  was  born  in  Carroll  County  May 
26.  1 832.  and  his  wife  was  born  at  Kilgore,  that 
county,  January  18,  1828,  their  marriage  having 
occurred  February  19,  1857.  Mr.  Harding  was 
engaged  in  farm  enterprise  in  his  native  county 
up  to  the  time  when  he  tendered  his  service  in 
defense  of  the  Union.  He  enlisted  in  1863,  as 
a member  of  an  Ohio  regiment,  and  was  still  in 
the  service  at  the  time  of  his  death,  July  29. 
1865.  about  the  time  when  the  great  Civil  war 
came  to  its  close.  His  widow  survived  him  by 
a quarter  of  a century  and  was  sixty-two  years 
of  age  at  the  time  of  her  death,  July  3,  1890. 
Tlieir  two  children  were  John,  deceased,  and 
Martha  Jane  (Mrs.  Charles  D.  Snyder).  Ade- 
quate data  concerning  the  Harding  family  and 
its  connection  with  the  pioneer  annals  of  Car- 
roll  County  appear  in  connection  with  the  per- 
sonal sketch  of  Ralph  M.  Harding  on  other  pages 
of  this  work,  so  that  repetitions  is  not  required 
in  the  present  review.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Snyder 
became  the  parents  of  seven  children — William 
O..  Jesse  Philip,  Mary,  Emmett,  Earl  E.,  Helen 
and  Wilma.  William  O.  married  Miss  Minnie 
Roberts,  and  they  became  the  parents  of  three 
children,  Harry.  Frank  and  Lena,  the  first 
named  having  died  in  early  childhood.  Jesse 
Philip  Snyder  married  Miss  May  Slater,  and 
they  have  four  children — Ruth,  Martha,  Leona 
and  Dorothy.  Mary,  the  eldest  daughter,  is  the 
wife  of  Earl  McCombs,  and  they  have  one  child, 
John  Allen.  Earl  E.  Snyder  married  Miss  Min- 
nie Winnings  and  they  reside  on  the  home  farm, 
and  have  a son,  Charles  Alben.  Earl  served  as 
one  of  the  gallant  young  soldiers  who  repre- 
sented Harrison  County  during  the  nation’s 
participation  in  the  great  World  war.  He  en- 
tered the  service  on  the  5th  of  October,  1917, 
and  was  stationed  at  Camp  Sherman  until  the 
following  February,  when  he  was  transferred 
to  Camp  Forrest,  Georgia.  In  the  following 
April  he  proceeded  with  his  command  to  New 
York  City,  and  on  the  19th  of  that  month  he 
sailed  for  France.  With  the  American  Expe- 
ditionary Forces  in  France  he  served  in  Com- 
pany A,  Sixth  Infantry,  Fifth  Division,  and  he 
gained  his  full  quota  of  experience  at  the  front. 
In  the  battle  of  Verdun  he  was  wounded  in  the 
right  thigh,  and  his  injury  necessitates  his  re- 
maining in  hospital  for  some  time.  He  arrived 
in  his  native  land  December  24,  1919,  and  he 
received  his  honorable  discharge  at  Camp  Sher- 
man on  January  27,  1920. 


Josephus  Snydeb,  brother  of  Charles  D., 
whose  personal  sketch  immediately  precedes 
this,  with  due  record  of  the  family  history,  owns 
and  resides  upon  seventy  acres  of  the  old  home- 
stead farm  upon  which  he  was  born,  in  German 
Township,  Harrison  County,  the  date  of  his 
nativity  having  been  April  16,  1856.  He  profited 
by  the  advantages  offered  in  the  district  schools 
of  the  township  and  his  entire  adult  life  has 
been  marked  by  close  association  with  agricul- 
tural and  live-stock  enterprise  on  the  old  home- 
stead, of  which  he  owns  seventy  acres,  as  above 
noted,  his  farm  having  been  greatly  improved 
under  his  direction,  including  the  erection  of 
good  buildings.  He  has  shown  no  desire  for 
political  activity  or  office,  but  is  a loyal  advo- 
cate of  the  prii^ciples  for  which  the  republican 
party  stands  sponsor,  and  he  and  his  wife  are 
zealous  members  of  the  German  Reformed 
Church  at  Germano. 

In  1877  Mr.  Snyder  was  united  in  marriage 
to  Miss  Sarah  Lanora  Smith,  daughter  of  Henry 
and  Sarah  (Stenger)  Smith,  both  natives  of 
Loudon  Township,  Carroll  County,  and  the  lat- 
ter a daughter  of  George  and  Sarah  (Harner) 
Stenger.  From  his  native  county  Henry  Smith 
finally  came  to  Harrison  County,  where  he  be- 
came one  of  the  successful  farmers  of  Rumley 
Township,  his  children  being  five  in  number — 
Emma  J.,  Sarah  Lanora,  Monroe,  Jacob  Heber 
and  George  Henry.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Snyder  have 
a fine  family  of  nine  children:  Charles  Ross 

married  Miss  Bernice  Berry,  and  they  have  one 
child.  Martha  Marie:  Edna  P.  is  the  wife  of 
Ralph  Smith,  and  they  have  one  child,  Mildred 
Isabelle;  Elmer  H.  married  Miss  Frances  How- 
art,  and  their  four  children  are  Emma  Maude. 
Sarah  Lanora,  Mildred  M.  and  Joseph;  Glenn 
married  Miss  Odessa  McConahey,  and  their  one 
child  is  Dorothy  E. ; Merton  H.  wedded  Miss 
Emma  Yenna.  and  they  bnve  two  children.  Har- 
old E.  and  Thelma;  Keller  married  Miss  Maude 
Wagner,  and  their  one  child  is  Wayne  Kenneth; 
Raymond  married  Miss  Nora  Thompson,  and 
they  have  a son,  Loren ; Ermil  married  Miss 
Goldie  Cox,  and  they  have  one  child,  Ileen;  and 
Anna  Marie,  who  is  the  wife  of  Ward  Bower, 
has  one  son,  Ward  Keith,  and  a daughter.  Kath- 
lyn  Fae. 

Samuel  L.  Crissinger  has  resided  for  nearly 
half  a century  in  his  present  attractive  home 
in  the  village  of  Malvern,  Carroll  County,  where 
he  is  now  living  retired,  after  having  been  a 
successful  contractor  and  builder  of  this  com- 
munity for  forty-five  years,  with  standing  ns  one 
of  the  skilled  carpenters  of  his  native  county. 
Special  honor  is  his  also  by  reason  of  the  service 
which  he  gave  as  one  of  the  brave  defenders  of 
the  Union  in  the  Civil  war. 

Mr.  Crissinger  was  born  in  Brown  Township. 
Carroll  County,  May  16.  1842,  a son  of  Daniel 
and  Elizabeth  (Lindersmith)  Crissinger,  who 
settled  as  pioneers  in  that  township  upon  com- 
ing to  Ohio  from  their  native  state  of  Pennsyl- 
vania. The  father  developed  a good  farm  of 
eighty  acres,  and  here  he  remained  until  his 
death  in  1884,  at  the  age  of  eighty  years,  his 
wife  having  passed  to  eternal  rest  in  1862.  He 
was  a republican  from  the  time  of  the  party's 
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organization  until  the  close  of  his  life,  was  a 
member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and 
his  wife  held  membership  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church.  They  became  the  parents  of  ten  chil- 
dren— George,  Wilson.  Eliza,  Cecily,  Julia,  Will- 
iam. Samuel  L..  Gerion,  Polly  and  Elizabeth. 

Samuel  I*.  Crissinger  remained  on  the  old 
hom£  farm  until  he  was  nineteen  years  of  age. 
and  in  the  meanwhile  profited  fully  by  the  ad- 
vantages afforded  in  the  common  schools  of  the 
locality,  besides  which  he  attended  the  high 
schools  at  Malvern.  He  was  nineteen  years  old 
when  he  left  the  parental  roof  to  respond  to 
President  Lincoln’s  first  call  for  troops  to  aid  in 
the  preservation  of  the  Union.  In  1861  he  en- 
listed in  the  Third  Battery  of  Ohio  Light  Ar- 
tillery, with  which  gallant  command  he  served 
nearly  four  years  and  took  part  in  many  im- 
]>ortant  engagements,  including  the  battle  of 
Pittsburg  Landing,  the  siege  and  capture  of 
Corinth,  the  various  battles  of  the  Vicksburg 
campaign,  the  almost  continuous  fighting  in  the 
Atlanta  campaign  during  a period  of  nearly 
three  months,  the  battle  of  Nashville,  and  the 
resiling  of  Hood’s  invasion  of  Tennessee.  He 
continued  in  service  until  the  close  of  the  war, 
duly  received  his  honorable  discharge,  and  ar- 
rived at  the  paternal  home  on  the  1st  of  Au- 
gust, 1865. 

Mr.  Crissinger  is  a republican  of  unswerving 
loyalty,  and  has  served  as  a member  of  the  vil- 
lage council  end  also  of  the  school  board  of  Mal- 
vern. He  is  affiliated  with  the  Knights  of  Pyth- 
ias. has  been  for  fifty-two  years  a member  of  the 
1 ndei>endent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  and  is  an  ap- 
preciative and  valued  member  of  McKinnney 
Post.  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  in  the  city  of 
Canton.  He  and  his  wife  hold  membership  in 
the  Christian  Church. 

In  1865  Mr.  Crissinger  was  united  in  marriage 
to  Miss  Sarah  A.  Reed,  who  was  bom  in  Car- 
roll  County  June  10,  1842,  a daughter  of  Robert 
and  Mary  (Baughman)  Reed,  early  settlers  of 
the  county.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Crissinger  have  two 
sons : Lorenzo  Edwin,  who  is  associated  with  a 
leading  industrial  corporation  at  Malvern,  mar- 
ried Miss  Leona  Tolton.  and  they  have  two 
children — Esther  and  Carl.  Loren,  the  younger 
son,  who  was  afforded  the  advantages  of  the 
Northern  Ohio  University  at  Ada,  is  a skilled 
chemist  and  pharmacist  and  is  now  superin- 
tendent of  the  Columbus  Pharma  cal  Company 
in  the  capital  city  of  Ohio.  The  maiden  name 
of  his  wife  was  Jennie  Capper. 

Clyde  E.  Warren  is  claimed  by  his  native 
county  as  one  of  its  vigorous  ami  successful 
younger  exponents  of  farm  enterprise,  and  in 
January,  1619,  he  established  his  residence  upon 
bis  present  well-improved  farm  of  101  acres  in 
Cadiz  Township.  Harrison  County.  Here  he  is 
giving  his  attention  to  diversified  agriculture 
and  the  raising  of  approved  types  of  live  stock, 
and  on  his  farm  he  erected  his  present  commo- 
dious and  attractive  residence,  which  is  of  the 
bungalow  style  of  architecture  and  which  adds 
to  the  picturesqueness  of  the  countryside  in  Ca- 
diz Township.  Mr.  Warren  takes  a lively  in 
terest  in  all  things  pertaining  to  the  communal 
welfare,  is  affiliated  with  the  I/>dge  of  Free  and 


Accepted  Masons  at  Cadiz,  and  he  and  his  wife 
hold  membership  in  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  in  that  city. 

Clyde  E.  Warren  was  born  in  Franklin  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County,  on  the  20th  of  January, 
1883,  and  is  a son  of  James  and  Elizabeth 
(Havnar)  Warren,  both  likewise  natives  of  this 
county  and  the  latter  a daughter  of  Joseph  and 
Rebecca  (Mitchell)  Havnar.  Joseph  Havnar  was 
bom  in  Monroe  Township,  this  county,  a son  of 
Dominic  Havnar,  who  came  from  Pennsylvania 
and  became  an  early  settler  in  Harrison  County, 
he  and  his  wife  having  been  residents  of  Mon- 
roe Township  until  their  deaths.  Joseph  Havnar 
followed  the  carpenter’s  trade  and  also  became 
a successful  farmer  in  Cadiz  Township,  where 
he  and  his  wife  died,  both  having  been  members 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  Their  children 
were  seven  in  number. 

James  Warren  was  bora  in  Green  Township, 
Harrison  County,  a son  of  James  and  Eliza 
Jane  (Emfleld)  Warren,  the  former  a native  of 
Pennsylvania  and  the  latter  of  Harrison  County, 
Ohio,  where  their  marriage  was  solemnized. 
Janies  Warren,  Sr.,  was  a physician  by  profes- 
sion and  became  a pioneer  practitioner  in  Jef- 
ferson County,  Ohio,  as  did  he  later  in  Harrison 
County,  where  he  and  his  wife  passed  the  rest 
of  their  lives.  Their  son  James  was  reared  and 
educated  In  Green  Township,  and  eventually  be- 
came the  owner  of  a fine  farm  of  212  acres  in 
Cadiz  Township,  where  he  continued  as  one  of 
the  representative  farmers  and  honored  citizens 
of  his  native  county  until  bis  death  in  1918,  his 
wife  having  passed  away  in  1902.  She  was  a 
member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  from  which 
in  later  years  he  transferred  his  membership  to 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  They  became 
the  pa  rents  of  seven  children:  Craig  W.,  Indi- 

vidually represented  on  other  pages  of  this  work ; 
Clara,  wife  of  William  C.  Edwards;  Carrie, 
wife  of  Howard  Ileaston;  Laura  and  John, 
twins,  the  latter  of  whom  died  at  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years;  Clyde  E.,  the  immediate  sub- 
ject of  this  sketch;  and  Harry  H..  the  maiden 
name  of  whose  wife  was  Martha  Dickerson. 

Clyde  E.  Warren  acquired  his  youthful  educa- 
tion in  the  district  schools  of  Franklin  and 
Short  Creek  townships,  and  he  continued  his 
association  with  farm  activities  until  1910,  when 
he  became  a mail  carrier  on  one  of  the  rural 
routes  extending  from  Cadiz.  He  continued  in 
this  branch  of  the  Government  mail  service  un- 
til the  1st  of  September,  1918,  and  in  January 
of  the  following  year,  as  previously  stated  in 
this  article,  he  established  his  home  on  his  pres- 
ent farm. 

On  the  22d  of  October.  1902,  was  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  Mr.  Warren  to  Miss  Ella 
Holmes,  daughter  of  George  B.  and  Ada  (Meek) 
Holmes,  of  Harrison  County,  and  the  one  child 
of  this  union  is  a fine  little  son,  Clyde  Spencer. 

Leonard  Stubbins.  In  his  long  and  success- 
ful career  as  an  exemplar  of  farm  industry  Mr. 
Stubbins  has  applied  himself  vigorously  and 
closely,  with  full  recognition  of  all  that  is  im- 
plied in  the  ancient  aphorism  that  “he  who  by 
the  plow  should  thrive,  himself  must  either  hold 
or  drive.’’  lie  is  now  the  owner  of  a fine  lit- 
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tie  farm  of  seventy-five  acres  In  Monroe  Town- 
ship, Harrison  County,  and  in  addition  to  his 
farm  activities  he  operated  for  thirty-one  years 
a threshing  outfit  in  this  section  of  the  county. 
He  has  worked  at  the  blacksmith  trade  to  a 
greater  or  less  extent,  has  been  associated  with 
operations  In  various  oil  fields,  and  after  hav- 
ing served  as  a valiant  young  soldier  of  the 
Union  during  the  Civil  war  was  for  twelve  years 
in  the  employ  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Com- 
pany, his  position  having  been  that  of  section 
foreman  during  three  years  of  this  period.  Thus 
it  becomes  evident  that  his  career  has  been  ac- 
tive and  productive  in  the  fullest  sense,  but  with 
advancing  years  he  is  abating  his  active  labors 
and  enjoying  the  rewards  of  former  years  of 
earnest  endeavor,  his  attractive  home  being  sit- 
uated on  the  Ocean  to  Ocean  Highway. 

Mr.  Stubbing  was  born  at  West  Chester,  Har- 
rison County,  Ohio,  on  the  20th  of  October,  1848, 
and  is  a son  of  Rev.  George  W.  and  Elizabeth 
(Clifford)  Stubbins,  his  father  was  born  in  the 
city  of  Baltimore,  Maryland,  and  became  a pio- 
neer clergyman  of  the  United  Brethren  Church 
in  Ohio,  besides  having  followed  the  trade  of 
blacksmith,  at  which  he  was  a skilled  workman. 
He  passed  the  major  part  of  his  life  in  Harrison 
County,  and  here  his  death  occurred  in  1865,  his 
wife  having  survived  him  by  a number  of  years. 
Their  children  were  seven  In  number — Thomas 
Benton,  Rachel,  Urtbie,  Adaline,  Leonard,  James 
and  George. 

Leonard  Stubbins  was  a child  at  the  time 
when  the  family  home  was  established  in  Har- 
rison County,  and  his  early  educational  ad- 
vantages were  those  afforded  in  the  common 
schools  of  the  period.  He  was  but  sixteen  years 
old  when  he  manifested  his  youthful  patriotism 
by  enlisting  for  service  in  the  Civil  war  In  1864. 
He  became  a member  of  Company  H,  One  Hun- 
dred and  Seventy -eighth  Ohio  Volunteer  In- 
fantry, with  which  he  took  part  in  the  battles 
of  Murfreesboro  and  Nashville,  Tennessee,  and 
Kingston,  South  Carolina,  as  well  as  numerous 
skirmishes  and  other  minor  engagements.  He 
continued  in  service  until  the  close  of  the  war 
and  received  his  honorable  discharge  in  July, 
1865.  After  the  close  of  this  military  service 
in  defense  of  the  Union  Mr.  Stubbins  returned 
to  Monroe  Township,  Harrison  County,  but 
soon  afterward  entered  the  employ  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania Railroad  Company,  as  noted  in  the 
opening  paragraph  of  this  article.  The  greater 
part  of  his  active  career  has  been  given  to  farm 
enterprise,  and  his  only  son  now  assumes  the 
greater  part  of  the  active  supervision  of  the 
home  farm,  on  a part  of  which  he  resides.  Mr. 
Stubbins  is  a republican  in  politics,  and  is  an 
appreciative  and  honored  member  of  the  post  of 
the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  at  Bowerston. 

The  year  1868  recorded  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Stubbins  to  Miss  Isabel  Cornelius,  daughter  of 
the  late  Richard  and  Maria  (Tinney)  Cornelius, 
of  Harrison  County,  and  the  one  child  of  this 
union  Is  Frank,  whose  home  is  on  the  old  farm, 
as  previously  noted.  Frank  Stubbins  married 
Miss  Rebecca  Wolfe,  and  they  have  four  chil- 
dren—Walter.  Joseph.  Vernie  and  Frederick. 


Herbert  C.  Close,  one  of  the  prosperous  gen- 
eral farmers  of  Rose  Township,  Carroll  County, 
deserves  special  credit  for  his  success,  for  he  has 
earned  it  through  his  own  efforts.  As  a youth 
he  learned  the  carpenter  trade  as  well  as  farm- 
ing. and  has  relied  upon  his  diligent  work  in 
both  occupations  to  rear  and  provide  for  his 
family  and  achieve  home  and  property. 

Mr.  Close  was  born  near  Dellroy  in  Monroe 
Township  February  29,  1872,  son  of  Thomas  and 
Susannah  (Wilkins)  Close.  His  grandfather 
was  James  Close,  an  early  settler  in  Carroll 
County,  who  was  both  a farmer  and  carpenter. 
He  married  a Miss  Thorley.  and  they  had  four 
sons  and  five  daughters.  The  oldest  son  was 
Thomas  Close,  who  spent  his  active  life  as  a 
farmer  in  Carroll  County  but  is  now  living  re- 
tired at  Moultrie  in  Stark  County.  His  family 
consists  of  five  sons  and  one  daughter,  third 
among  them  being  Herbert  C.  Close. 

Mr.  Close  during  his  youth  attended  school 
regularly,  although  he  also  worked  on  the  home 
farm.  His  first  school  was  in  district  No.  4 
of  Rose  Township,  but  after  the  age  of  twelve 
and  up  to  eighteen  he  attended  the  Oneida 
School.  Having  a genius  for  mechanics,  he 
readily  acquired  a practical  knowledge  of  the 
carpenter  trade,  and  he  has  done  a great  deal 
of  building  work  in  Carroll  County,  and  when 
the  duties  of  his  farm  are  not  too  heavy  he 
occasionally  responds  to  the  call  for  a firsbclass 
carpenter. 

In  1904  he  married  Miss  Rose  Davy,  daughter 
of  A.  G.  and  Sarah  (Little)  Davy.  After  his 
marriage  he  lived  in  Dellroy  a year,  worked 
steadily  at  Ids  trade,  and  his  first  independent 
farming  was  done  on  a rented  eighty  acres  in 
Rose  Township.  In  1909  he  acquired  sixty  acres, 
constituting  his  well  improved  and  valuable 
homestead  today,  and  has  farmed  with  profit  and 
success.  He  has  acquired  some  other  business 
interests  and  is  one  of  the  dependable,  uprieht 
and  industrious  citizens  of  his  community.  Mr. 
Close  votes  for  the  man  rather  than  the*  party, 
and  is  a member  of  the  Emanuel  Lutheran 
Church  of  Rose  Township. 

Gkoboe  Whittaker.  The  late  George  Whit 
taker,  of  Stock  Township,  was  one  of  the  ex- 
tensive and  well-to-do  agriculturists  of  Har- 
rison County.  A son  of  the  late  William  Whit- 
taker, he  was  born  in  North  Township,  March 
6,  1857,  of  Irish  ancestry. 

His  paternal  grandfather,  James  Whittaker, 
was  born  and  bred  in  the  Emerald  Isle.  Im- 
migrating in  early  life  to  the  United  States,  he 
came  directly  to  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  and. 
settling  in  North  Township,  entered  a tract  of 
Government  land  and  soon  began  the  pioneer  la- 
bor of  improving  a farm  from  the  wilderness, 
in  his  labors  meeting  with  good  success.  To  him 
and  his  wife,  whose  maiden  name  was  Arabelle 
Patterson,^  five  children  were  born,  as  follows: 
William.  Thomas.  James,  Jane,  who  married 
William  Scott,  and  Christiannn,  who  became 
the  wife  of  Joshua  Jackson.  Both  parents  were 
members  of  the  Methodist  Church. 

William  Whittaker  was  born  on  the  parental 
homestead  in  North  Township.  Hurrison  County, 
and  there  spent  his  entire  life,  passing  away 
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in  1899.  He  succeeded  to  the  occupation  of  his 
father,  and  was  engaged  in  agricultural  pursuits 
during  his  active  career.  He  married  Elizabeth 
Fisher,  who  was  born  in  Rumley  Township, 
Harrison  County.  Ohio,  a daughter  of  George 
Fisher,  a well-known  farmer.  George  Fisher 
was  twice  married,  by  bis  first  wife  having  nine 
children,  William.  James,  George,  John.  Agnes, 
Temperance,  Susan,  Martha  and  Elizabeth.  By 
his  second  marriage  he  had  two  children. 
Thomas  I).  and  Rebecca  J. 

Of  the  marriage  of  William  and  Elizabeth 
(Fisher)  Whittaker  the  following  children  were 
born:  William.  James  F.,  mni  Martha  Jane, 

deceased:  Mary,  who  died  in  childhood;  Ara- 
bella. and  Leota.  deceased;  George,  the  special 
subject  of  this  brief  biography;  Thomas,  de- 
ceased. and  Oscar.  Both  of  the  parents  were 
devout  members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church. 

Brought  up  in  North  Township.  George  Whit- 
taker received  his  early  education  in  the  district 
schools,  and  there  began  bis  career  as  an  agri- 
culturist. Moving  to  Stock  Township  in  1890. 
be  bought  the  farm  of  227  acres  which  he  oc- 
cupied at  the  time  of  his  death,  and  in  its  im- 
provement he  tailored  diligently,  the  larger  part 
of  it  being  under  cultivation  and  yielding  abun- 
dantly of  the  crops  common  to  this  section  of  the 
country.  Mr.  Whittaker  was  prominent  in  pub- 
lic affairs  of  Stock  Township,  and  served  as 
trustee,  clerk  and  assessor. 

He  was  twice  married.  lie  married  first.  No- 
vember 4,  1879.  Amanda  V.  Spiker.  a daughter 
of  Henry  and  Arabelle  (Fowler)  Spiker.  She 
died  April  7,  1907,  leaving  two  children.  Harry 
H.,  who  now  manages  the  farm  of  his  father 
as  well  as  his  own,  married  Virginia  Harrison; 
and  Wilmina  Belle,  wife  of  Le  Roy  Cramblett. 
On  February  1.  1912,  Mr.  Whittaker  married 
for  his  second  wife  Nannie  E.  Haverfleld.  daugh- 
ter of  James  N.  and  Eliza  Jane  (McDougal) 
Haverfleld.  Mrs.  Whittaker  is  a most  estimable 
woman,  and  an  active  member  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church.  Mr.  Whittaker  died  November 
2,  1920. 

William  Henby  McFadden.  The  McFadden 
family  have  played  an  important  part  in  the 
history  of  Harrison  County  from  pioneer  days 
down  to  the  present  time.  John  McFadden,  the 
great-grandfather  of  William  H.f  was  born  in 
Dublin,  Ireland,  in  1740.  He  came  to  America 
when  he  was  nineteen  years  of  age  (1759),  and 
settled  first  at  Hickory  on  Buffalo  Creek  in 
Washington  County.  Pennsylvania.  He  became 
acquainted  with  Col.  George  Sharp,  who  later 
served  under  Washington  in  the  Revolutionary 
war.  When  it  came  time  for  Colonel  Sharp  to 
leave  home  for  the  war  he  hired  young  McFad- 
den to  take  care  of  his  farm  and  look  after  the 
family.  So  faithfully  did  the  young  man  perform 
Ills  duties  that  Colonel  Sharp  gave  him  the  hand 
of  his  daughter  Margaret  in  marriage. 

In  1800.  in  company  with  Colonel  John  Jame- 
son. a Revolutionary  soldier,  John  McFadden 
came  to  what  is  now  Cadiz.  Harrison  County 
(then  in  the  Steubenville  land  division),  and 
filed,  on  the  “credit  system,”  on  a full  section 
of  land  (section  4),  and  on  this  section  he  made 


his  home  and  died  in  1839.  In  the  spring  of 
1801  his  family  joined  him.  The  children  of 
John  and  Margaret  McFadden  were  Samuel, 
George.  John,  Joseph,  Mary  and  Margaret.  Mary 
married  James  Sharp  and  Margaret  married 
Edward  Lafferty. 

John  McFadden,  grandfather  of  William  H. 
McFadden,  was  bora  in  Pennsylvania,  in  1788, 
and  died  in  1851.  ne  married  Mary,  the  daugh- 
ter of  Adam  and  Rebecca  (Work)  Dunlap,  and 
their  children  were;  Margaret,  Adam.  Rebecca, 
Mary,  John.  Jr..  Sarah,  Samuel  R.,  Elizabeth, 
George,  Esther  and  Rachael. 

George  McFadden.  the  father  of  William  H., 
was  born  on  the  old  parental  homestead  Sep- 
tember 15.  1829.  On  March  29,  1860,  he  mar- 
ried Mary  R.  Croskey,  who  was  born  in  Green 
Township  of  Harrison  County  August  5,  1831, 
the  daughter  of  William  and  Mary  (Crabb) 
Croskey.  The  Croskeys  are  of  Scotch-Irlsh  and 
the  Crabbs  are  of  German  descent.  George  Mc- 
Fadden passed  away  on  the  31st  of  March,  1909, 
end  his  loved  and  devoted  wife  soon  followed 
him  to  eternal  rest,  her  death  having  occurred 
on  the  14th  of  September  of  the  following  year, 
and  both  were  earnest  members  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Cadiz.  The  political  al- 
legiance of  Mr.  McFadden  was  given  to  the 
democratic  party,  and  loyalty  and  progressive- 
ness characterized  him  as  a citizen.  Of  their 
children  William  H.,  the  immediate  subject  of 
this  review,  is  the  eldest,  his  birth  occurring 
March  29,  1861;  Mary  Elizabeth  was  born  Oc- 
tober 25.  1863:  and  Emma  was  born  January 
29,  1867,  and  there  was  also  one  other  child  in 
the  family,  which  died  in  infancy.  Adam  Mc- 
Fadden. brother  of  George,  never  married,  and 
he  likewise  remained  on  the  old  home  place  un- 
til his  death,  July  17,  1873,  at  the  age  of  fifty- 
eight  years. 

William  H.  McFadden  attended  in  his  youth 
the  district  school  known  as  the  Irish  Ridge 
School  in  Cadiz  Township,  and  he  has  continu- 
ously remained  on  the  old  homestead  farm,  of 
which  he  assumed  the  active  management  when 
he  was  a young  man,  he  being  the  only  son  of 
his  parents.  Here  he  is  now  the  owner  of  a 
well-improved  and  valuable  estate  of  200  acres, 
constituting  one  of  the  finest  farms  in  Cadiz 
Township  and  situated  about  two  miles  distant 
from  Cadiz,  the  county  seat.  He  has  had  fellow- 
ship with  farm  enterprise  from  his  boyhood 
days,  and  is  at  the  present  time  a leading  ex- 
ponent of  this  line  of  industry  in  his  native 
township  and  county,  with  secure  place  in  the 
confidence  and  good  will  of  the  community  that 
has  always  represented  his  home.  His  political 
allegiance  is  given  to  the  democratic  party,  and 
lie  and  his  wife  hold  membership  in  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  at  Cadiz. 

February  15,  1906,  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Mr.  McFadden  to  Miss  Anna  Grace  Dickerson, 
daughter  of  William  and  Virginia  (Rickets) 
Dickerson,  of  Athens  Township,  and  they  have 
five  children,  whose  names  and  respective  dates 
of  birth  are  here  designated;  John  R.,  bora 
September  5,  1907;  Mary  Virginia,  April  20. 
1909;  Margaret  Helen,  December  9,  1910;  Fran- 
ces Gwendolyn.  December  29,  1913;  and  George 
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Clayton,  May  19,  1919.  and  his  death  occurred 
July  14,  1939. 

William  II.  Vickers,  who  is  serving  in  1921 
as  trustee  of  Nottingham  Township,  is  one  of 
the  representative  farmers  of  this  favored  sec- 
tion of  Harrison  County,  and  special  interest 
attaches  to  his  career  by  reason  of  his  being 
a native  son  of  the  county  ami  a scion  of  one 
of  its  sterling  pioneer  families.  lie  was  born 
in  Franklin  Township  May  28,  I860,  and  is  a 
son  of  Isaac  and  Rachel  (West)  Vickers,  both 
of  whom  likewise  were  born  and  reared  In  this 
county.  Isaac  Vickers  was  born  in  Franklin 
Township,  where  his  father,  John  Vickers,  a 
native  of  England,  settled  in  the  early  pioneer 
days,  secured  Government  land  and  developed 
the  productive  farm  on  which  he  and  his  wife 
passed  the  remainder  of  their  lives.  His  first 
wife  became  the  mother  of  seven  children : 
.Mary  Ann  Vickers  Cams,  Elizabeth  Vickers 
Envin,  Cornelius,  Asiena  Vickers  McGonagle, 
Isaac.  Ruth  L.  and  Thomas.  After  the  death 
of  his  first  wife  Mr.  Vickers  contracted  a sec- 
ond marriage,  and  of  this  union  were  bom 
two  children,  John  and  James. 

Isaac  Vickers  passed  his  entire  life  as  a 
farmer  in  Franklin  Township,  where  he  was 
the  owner  of  a farm  of  fifty-five  acres  at  the 
time  of  his  death,  February  2,  1890.  Ills 
widow,  who  is  now  a resident  of  Deersville, 
Ohio,  is  a daughter  of  the  late  Albert  West, 
who  was  an  early  settler  and  prosperous  farmer 
of  Harrison  County.  Ills  children  were  ten  in 
number — Rachel,  Harriet,  Esther,  Anderson, 
Pinkney,  Fletcher,  Lee,  Hannah,  Sarah  and 
Martha  Jane.  Isaac  and  Rachel  (West) 
Vickers  became  the  parents  of  three  children : 
Harriet  Amanda,  who  became  the  wife  of 
Thomas  Coleman,  and  her  death  occurred 
in  1892;  William  H.,  the  immediate  subject  of 
this  sketch:  and  Otto,  who  died  at  the  age  of 
two  and  one-half  years.  Mr.  Vicker  was  a zeal- 
ous member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
as  is  also  his  widow,  and  his  political  attiliation 
was  with  the  republican  party. 

William  H.  Vickers  remained  on  the  old 
home  farm  until  the  time  of  his  marriage,  and 
in  his  youth  was  afforded  the  advantages  of 
the  public  schools  of  Brownsville.  In  1898  he 
married  and  for  four  years  thereafter  continued 
to  be  engaged  in  farming  in  Franklin  and  Not- 
tingham townships  as  a renter.  He  then,  in 
1903,  purchased  his  present  fine  farm  of  195 
acres  in  the  latter  township,  besides  which  he 
is  the  owner  of  the  old  homestead  farm  of  his 
father  in  Franklin  Township,  the  same  com- 
prising fifty-five  acres.  In  his  well  ordered 
operations  as  a progressive  agriculturist  and 
stock  grower  Mr.  Vickers  utilizes  an  aggregate 
area  of  about  400  acres  of  land,  and  he  brings 
to  bear  the  best  modern  methods  and  facilities 
in  connection  with  his  vigorous  farm  enterprise. 
He  is  a stalwart  supporter  of  the  principles 
of  the  republican  party  and  has  served  as  trus- 
tee of  Nottingham  Township  since  1917,  besides 
which  he  was  for  four  years  a member  of  the 
school  board  of  this  township.  He  and  his  wife 
are  zealous  members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 


Church  at  Deersville.  and  he  is  a valued  mem- 
ber of  its  Board  of  Trustees. 

In  IMIS  Mr.  Vickers  was  united  in  marriage 
to  Miss  Iiaura  Jane  Donahoo,  daughter  of 
Shannon  and  Mary  (Hall)  Donahoo.  her  father 
having  been  a successful  farmer  in  Guernsey 
County  and  later  In  Harrison  County.  Mrs. 
Vickers  is  the  eldest  in  a family  of  three  chil- 
dren, the  other  two  being  Bingham  and  Luella. 
To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Vickers  have  been  born  eight 
children : Verna  Viola,  who  graduated  from  the 
Freei>ort  High  School  and  was  an  ambitious  and 
popular  student  in  Scio  College  at  the  time  of 
her  death.  September  30,  1919;  Hazel  Marie. 
Goldie  Margaret.  Fairy  Dale,  Elizabeth  Luella, 
Lila  Florence.  William  (died  in  infancy),  and 
Dallas  Wayne. 

Henry  A.  Heisler  is  another  native  son  and 
representative  farmer  who  has  an  heritage  of 
pioneer  honors  in  Harrison  County,  and  in  Ger- 
man Township  he  owns  and  resides  upon  a 
well  improved  farm  of  105  acres,  the  most  of 
the  present  buildings  m»on  the  place  having 
been  erected  by  him  and  giving  evidence  of 
his  thrift  and  progressiveness  as  a successful 
exi»onent  of  agricultural  and  live-stock  industry. 

Mr.  Heisler  was  born  in  German  Township, 
on  the  5th  of  December,  1871,  and  is  a son  of 
William  and  Sarah  (Maple)  Heisler.  the  for- 
mer of  whom  was  born  March  23,  1834,  on  the 
ancestral  farmstead  now  owned  and  occupied 
by  his  son  Henry  A.,  of  this  review.  In  186S 
was  solemnized  the  marriage  of  William  Heis- 
ler to  Miss  Sarah  Maple,  who  was  born  in  Ross 
Township,  Jefferson  County,  this  state,  in  the 
year  1831,  her  father,  Aaron  Maple,  having 
been  an  early  settler  in  that  county.  William 
Heisler  was  a son  of  John  Heisler,  who  was 
born  on  the  same  homestead  farm  as  his  son 
and  whose  pa  rents,  Henry  and  Catherine  Heis- 
ler. were  numbered  among  the  very  early 
settlers  in  German  Township,  where  their  farm 
was  reclaimed  by  them  from  the  forest  wilds. 
Henry  Heisler  became  the  owner  of  about  one 
section  of  Government  land  in  this  township, 
and  was  one  of  the  substantial  and  influential 
pioneer  citizens  of  Harrison  County.  His  son 
John  was  born  July  6,  1806,  on  the  pioneer 
farm  on  which  his  parents  settled  upon  coming 
to  Harrison  County  from  Pennsylvania.  John 
Heisler  passed  his  entire  life  in  German  Town- 
ship, where  he  became  the  owner  of  an  excel- 
lent farm  of  160  acres,  upon  which  he  continued 
to  reside  until  his  death,  when  well  advanced 
in  years,  as  did  also  his  wife,  whose  maiden 
name  was  Anna  Maria  Bear  and  who  was  born 
October  25.  1809.  The  names  and  respective 
dates  of  birth  of  their  children  are  here  re- 
corded : Henry.  April  1,  1827 ; Jacob.  April  15. 
1829;  Susan,  February  15,  1831;  William,  March 
23.  1834:  Elizabeth.  March  21,  1838;  John 
Thomas.  April  25,  1S43;  Margaret,  May  23, 
1846;  and  Lucinda,  June  12.  1849. 

As  a successful  farmer  and  sterling  citizen  of 
German  Township  William  Heisler  well  upheld 
the  high  prestige  of  the  family  name,  and  there 
he  became  the  owner  of  a valuable  farm  property 
of  .‘137  acres.  He  was  one  of  the  most  vigorous 
and  progressive  representatives  of  farm  industry 
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in  his  native  township,  commanded  unqualified 
popular  esteem,  and  both  he  and  his  wife  re 
•mained  on  the  home  farm  until  their  deaths. 
Their  religious  faith  was  that  of  the  Lutheran 
Church.  Of  their  five  children  the  two  daugh- 
ters died  at  birth;  John  T.  is  individually  men- 
tioned on  other  pages  of  this  volume;  Henry  A. 
is  the  immediate  subject  of  this  review ; ami 
James  died  when  about  eighteen  months  of  age. 

Henry  A.  Heisler  gained  in  his  youth  a full 
amount  of  practical  experience  in  connection 
with  the  work  of  the  home  farm,  the  while  be 
did  not  neglect  the  advantages  afforded  in  the 
district  schools  of  his  native  township.  He  has 
continued  as  a valiant  exponent  of  farm  in- 
dustry during  the  intervening  years,  and  on  the 
old  home  farm  he  has  erected  excellent  build- 
ings, though  he  still  occupies  the  substantial 
and  commodious  house  that  was  erected  by 
his  father.  He  is  a democrat  in  ]x>litlcs  and  as 
a citizen  lias  shown  loyal  interest  in  community 
affairs,  the  while  his  secure  standing  in  popular 
confidence  and  esteem  is  shown  in  his  having 
retained  the  office  of  township  trustee  from 
January,  1915,  to  January,  1020.  While  the  in- 
cumbent of  this  position  he  exerted  strong  in- 
fluence in  the  furtherance  of  progressive  meas- 
ures that  inured  greatly  to  the  benefit  of  his 
native  township.  He  and  his  wife  are  active 
communicants  of  the  Lutheran  Church. 

On  the  7th  of  March.  1895,  Mr.  Heisler  was 
united  in  marriage  to  Miss  Nora  B.  Hess,  daugh- 
ter of  William  and  Sarah  (Palmer)  Hess,  the 
former  a native  of  Monroe  Township,  Harrison 
County,  and  the  latter  of  Perry  Township,  Car- 
roll  County,  where  they  now  maintain  their 
home  and  where  Mr.  Hess  is  a prosperous 
farmer.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hess  are  members  of 
the  United  Brethren  Church.  They  became  the 
parents  of  six  children:  Anna  May,  deceased, 
was  the  wife  of  Elmer  E.  Slates;  Nora  is  the 
wife  of  Henry  A.  Heisler,  of  this  sketch;  Mary 
K.  is  the  wife  of  Jasper  Dodd;  Bessie  Pearl 
is  the  wife  of  William  Epley;  Oma  E.  died  in 
early  childhood;  and  Hazel  remains  at  the 
ini  rental  home.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Heisler  have 
three  children — Orrin  Mitchell.  William  How- 
ard and  Goldie  Belle,  the  latter  two  remaining 
at  the  parental  home  and  Orrin  M.  being  now 
a resident  of  Unionport,  Jefferson  County.  The 
maiden  name  of  his  wife  was  Louise  Shields, 
and  their  children  are  Virginia  Rose  and  an 
unnamed  infant  son.  Orrin  M.  Heisler  repre- 
sented Harrison  County  in  the  nation’s  military 
service  in  connection  with  the  great  World  war. 
He  entered  service  August  29,  1918,  and  was 
sent  to  Camp  Taylor,  Kentucky,  where  he  was 
assigned  to  a battery  of  light  artillery.  Later 
he  was  transferred  to  West  Point,  Kentucky, 
where  he  was  assigned  to  the  Fourth  School 
Battery,  in  which  he  there  served  until  De- 
cember 10,  1018,  when  he  received  his  honorable 
discharge. 

Sami  kl  J.  Gkoruk  is  well  known  throughout 
Carroll  County  as  a good  citizen  and  experienced 
farmer,  and  his  valuable  farm  in  Fox  Township 
shows  that  he  understands  his  business,  and 
the  stock  he  raises  commands  banner  prices  be- 
cause of  Its  excellence.  He  was  born  in  Fox 


Township.  August  10,  1850,  a son  of  Andrew 
and  Eliza  (Graham)  George,  the  former  of 
whom  was  also  a native  of  Fox  Township.  The 
paternal  grandparents,  Robert  and  Sarah 
George,  were  born  in  Ireland,  and  they,  and 
the  maternal  grandfather,  Nathaniel  Graham, 
were  early  settlers  of  Carroll  County,  the  for- 
mer entering  land  from  the  Government  in  Fox 
Township. 

Andrew  George  was  a widower  when  he  mar- 
ried Eliza  Graham,  his  first  wife  having  been 
Ann  Robins,  and  they  had  four  children, 
namely:  Wilson,  who  lives  at  Pittsburgh,  Penn- 
sylvania : Michael,  who  died  during  the  war 
of  the  TiOs;  Sarah,  who  is  Mrs.  T.  G.  Donald- 
son of  Kcroggstield.  Ohio;  and  Jennie,  wrho  is 
the  widow  of  J.  M.  Stevenson  of  Cadiz,  Ohio. 
By  his  si>cond  marriage  Andrew  George  had  the 
following  children : Samuel  J„  wiiose  name 

heads  this  review;  David  N..  who  lives  in  Fox 
Township:  Ida,  who  is  Mrs.  William  Stevens 
of  Alliance.  Ohio:  Ella,  who  lives  in  Fox  Town- 
ship. Mary,  who  is  Mrs.  Elza  Robbins  of  East 
Liverpool,  Ohio:  and  Robert,  wTho  lives  in  Fox 
Township.  Andrew  George  died  in  Fox  Town- 
ship, January  1,  1000.  and  his  widow  passed 
away  in  1008. 

Samuel  J.  George  attended  the  district  schools 
of  Fox  Township,  and  for  one  term  taught  the 
Hoi»edale  School.  With  the  exception  of  that 
period  and  a year  he  worked  in  a sawT-mill, 
Mr.  George  has  devoted  himself  to  agricultural 
pursuits.  Some  years  ago  he  bought  174  acres 
in  Fox  Township,  and  later  sold  four  acres  of 
It  to  the  railroad.  He  has  erected  all  of  the 
present  buildings  and  otherwise  improved  the 
place,  making  it  one  of  the  most  desirable 
properties  in  this  part  of  the  county.  Here  he 
is  carrying  on  general  farming,  and  raising 
horses,  cattle,  sheep  and  hogs. 

On  April  25.  1874.  Mr.  George  was  married 
to  Anna  M.  Ramsey,  who  was  horn  in  Fox 
Township,  a daughter  of  R.  G.  and  Margaret 
CMcl/aughlin  > Ramsey,  natives  of  Pennsylvania 
and  Fox  Township,  respectively,  and  grand- 
daughter of  Mitchell  and  Ann  (George)  Ram- 
sey. natives  of  Ireland,  and  Robert  and  Mar- 
garet Ann  (Wilson)  McLauglin.  also  natives 
of  Ireland.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  George  became  the 
parents  of  the  following  children:  Anna,  who 

is  Mrs.  Robert  McAllister*  of  Fox  Township; 
Lydia,  who  is  Mrs.  John  Barber  of  Fox  Town- 
ship; Robert  A.,  who  lives  at  Grover,  Colorado; 
Porter,  who  died  at  the  age  of  ten  years:  Vern, 
who  is  Mrs.  Bert  Crabb  of  Jefferson  County, 
Ohio:  Lloyd  M..  who  lives  at  Bergholtz,  Ohio; 
Margaret,  who  is  Mrs.  Walter  Robbins  of  Al- 
liance, Ohio:  David,  who  died  December  24, 
1017.  aged  twenty-seven  years;  John  W..  who 
lives  at  Bmekenridge,  Texas,  saw  service  in 
France  and  was  a corporal  of  the  Eightieth  Di- 
vision during  the  World  war:  Jay,  who  lives 
at  Grover,  Colorado,  is  also  a veteran  of  the 
World  war.  was  in  the  One  •Hundred  and  Thir- 
tieth Division:  and  Samuel  L.,  who  is  at  home. 
Mr.  George  belongs  to  the  United  Presbyterian 
church  of  which  he  is  an  elder.  A republican, 
he  has  served  on  the  school  board  and  also  as 
township  trustee.  In  every  relation  of  life 
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Mr.  George  has  striven  to  do  his  duty  as  he  has 
seen  it,  and  has  won  the  appreciation  of  his 
fellow  citizens. 

Harvey  Wood,  who  is  now  living  virtually  re- 
tired, in  the  city  of  Carrollton,  is  still  the  owner 
of  one  of  the  fine  farms  of  Carroll  County,  and 
is  a representative  of  an  honored  pioneer  fam- 
ily of  Eastern  Ohio.  He  was  born  in  North 
Township,  Harrison  County.  Ohio,  August  23, 
1*53,  and  is  a sou  of  John  and  Margaret  (Fry) 
Wood,  the  former  of  whom  was  born  in  that 
county,  in  1*14,  and  the  latter  of  whom  was  a 
native  of  Pennsylvania.  John  Wood  was  a son 
of  Zachariah  and  Mary  Wood,  who  were  bom 
and  reared  in  the  old  Keystone  State,  where 
their  marriage  occurred  and  whence  they  came 
to  Ohio  and  numbered  themselves  among  the 
very  early  settlers  of  Harrison  County,  where 
Mr.  Wood  reclaimed  a farm  from  the  forest 
wilds  and  where  lie  and  his  wife  passed  the 
remainder  of  their  lives,  both  having  attained  to 
venerable  age  and  Mrs.  Wood  having  been 
ninety -eight  years,  seven  months  and  fourteen 
<lays  of  age  at  the  time  of  her  demise.  Both 
were  earnest  members  of  the  United  Brethren 
church.  Margaret  (Fry)  Wood  was  bom  in 
one  of  the  Southern  States,  where  her  father 
was  a prosperous  planter  and  slave-owner  in 
the  i>eriod  long  prior  to  the  Civil  War. 

John  Wood  was  reared  to  manhood  on  the 
pioneer  farm  in  Harrison  County,  where  even- 
tually he  became  a substantial  and  successful 
cxiionent  of  indefiendent  farm  enterprise  and 
where  he  was  influential  in  community  affairs, 
his  jiolitical  support  having  been  given  the  Dem- 
ocratic party  and  he  and  his  wife  having  been 
originally  members  of  the  United  Brethren 
church,  but  later  uniting  with  the  Christian 
Union  church  near  their  home,  he  having  con- 
tributed liberally  to  the  erection  of  the  church 
building.  They  became  the  parents  of  four  chil- 
dren— Zacbariah.  Jonas,  George  and  Harvey. 

Harvey  Wood  7>asscd  the  period  of  his  child- 
hood and  youth  on  the  old  home  farm  and  was 
afforded  the  advantage  of  the  public  schools  of 
his  native  county.  He  became  a progressive 
and  successful  farmer  and  stock-grower  and 
continued  his  activities  in  this  field  of  indus- 
try until  1914,  when  he  removed  to  Carrollton, 
wiiere  he  has  since  lived  retired.  He  gives  his 
allegiance  to  the  Democratic  party  and  is  lib- 
eral in  his  religious  views. 

As  a young  man  Mr.  Wood  married  Miss 
Caroline  Uogan,  who  was  born  and  reared  in 
Carroll  County,  and  of  this  union  have  been 
horn  eiirht  children  -Harry.  Jasper.  Emerson, 
l^o ren.  Ulysses,  Orville.  Annie  and  Bessie.  Em- 
erson and  Boren  were  in  the  national  military 
service  in  the  late  world  war,  the  former  hav- 
ing serve*  1 fourteen  months,  eleven  of  which 
wore  passed  in  France,  and  the  latter  having 
been  stationed  at  Fort  Thomas.  Kentucky,  dur- 
ing the  major  ]>art  of  his  ten  months*  service. 

Haknky  J.  Eoki.ky.  judge  of  the  Common 
Pleas  Court  of  Carroll  County,  began  the  prac- 
tice of  law  at  Carrollton  more  than  fifty  years 
ago,  and  has  achieves!  much  of  the  honor  and 


success  that  seem  to  belong  to  the  Eckley  name 
and  family  by  tradition  and  achievement  for 
many  generations. 

Judge  Eckley  was  bom  at  Carrollton,  October 
29,  1845,  and  is  a son  of  the  late  General  Epli- 
raini  R.  Eckley  and  Martha  L.  (Brown)  Eckley. 
Eckley  is  a German  name,  but  the  family  has 
been  subject  to  the  infusion  of  English  and 
American  influences  for  centuries.  In  Colonial 
times  John  Eckley  immigrated  from  England  to 
America,  first  living  in  New  York  and  then  in 
New  Jersey.  He  had  five  sons,  all  of  whom 
were  soldiers  at  the  time  of  the  Revolution. 
These  sons  were  Barnabas,  who  subsequently 
built  up  a large  mercantile  business  in  Boston; 
John,  who  was  chief  justice  of  the  courts  of 
Pennsylvania ; Ephraim,  who  during  the  Revo- 
lution was  hanged  in  Long  Island  by  the  Tories, 
but  left  descendants  who  spell  the  name  Akley. 
Peter,  direct  ancestor  of  the  Carroll  County 
branch  of  the  family;  and  Joseph  who  served 
in  the  Revolution  under  Washington  and  later 
joined  the  expedition  against  the  Sandusky  In- 
dians under  Crawford  and  lost  his  life  in  that 
fateful  enterprise. 

Peter  Eckley  was  wounded  during  his  Revo- 
lutionary service.  Peter  Eckley  after  his  mar- 
riage for  some  years  lived  in  Western  Penn- 
sylvania and  about  1800  came  to  Ohio,  then 
part  of  the  Northwest  Territory.  They  spent 
their  last  years  in  Richland  County,  where  Peter 
died  at  the  age  of  eighty  and  his  wife  at  ninety- 
two. 

The  oldest  son  in  their  family  of  eleven  chil- 
dren was  Ephraim  Eckley,  grandfather  of  Judge 
Eckley.  He  grew  up  on  his  father’s  farm  in 
Pennsylvania  but  came  to  Ohio  Territory  be- 
fore his  parents.  lie  was  a river  trader,  and 
made  no  less  than  twenty-two  trips  to  New 
Orleans.  His  home  for  many  years  was  in 
Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  but  late  in  life  he  moved 
to  Illinois,  where  he  died  in  1803  at  the  age  of 
eighty-four.  His  wife  was  Sarah  Van  Gilder, 
who  died  at  the  age  of  ninety.  She  was  a 
descendant  of  the  old  Dutch  family  of  Vau 
Gilders,  ship  builders  at  Cape  May,  for  whom 
a square  in  New  York  is  named. 

General  Ephraim  R.  Eckley  was  born  in  Jef- 
ferson County,  Ohio,  December  9,  1811,  and  lived 
to  the  venerable  age  of  ninety-seven.  He  was 
the  last  living  congressman  of  the  Congress  that 
served  under  President  Lincoln.  His  early  life 
was  one  of  typical  pioneer  environment  and  in- 
fluences, including  the  traditional  log  school- 
houses  of  the  time.  He  came  to  Carroll  County 
in  1833,  taught  school  for  a time,  read  law,  and 
subsequently  did  some  surveying  in  Northern 
Ohio  around  Mansfield.  He  returned  to  Car- 
rollton in  the  fall  of  1836  and  that  city  remained 
his  home  the  rest  of  his  long  and  eventful  life. 
He  began  practice  in  the  fall  of  1*37,  and  prior 
to  the  war  served  as  a member  of  the  State 
Senate  and  also  of  the  Lower  House.  He  was 
a leader  in  the  Whig  party,  and  was  a delegate 
to  the  convention  which  nominated  Fremont  in 
1 *56  as  the  first  Republican  candidate  for  Pres- 
ident. Early  in  the  Civil  war  lie  was  appointed 
Lieutenant-Colonel  of  the  26th  Ohio  Infantry, 
later  was  promoted  to  Colonel  of  the  ISth  Reg- 
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1mentf  and  was  In  active  service  with  his  regi- 
ment in  Kentucky  and  Tennessee  until  the 
spring  of  1863,  when  he  resigned  his  commis- 
sion and  returned  to  Carrollton.  In  the  fall  of 
1863  he  began  his  first  term  in  Congress,  and  was 
in  Congress  six  years,  including  the  last  three 
years  of  the  war  and  four  years  of  the  im- 
portant reconstruction  era.  Of  his  five  chil- 
dren Judge  Eckley  is  the  only  surviving  son. 
One  of  the  sons  died  in  infancy,  and  the  other 
William,  served  as  a captain  in  the  Civil  War, 
and  later  while  a lieutenant  in  the  Regular 
Army  died  In  New  Mexico  in  1867. 

Harvey  J.  Eckley  as  a boy  at  Carrollton  was 
deeply  impressed  by  the  great  events  of  the 
war  period.  He  finished  his  education  at  Wash- 
ington and  Jefferson  College  in  Pennsylvania, 
graduating  A.6.  in  1868,  and  since  his  admis- 
sion to  the  bar  has  practiced  at  Carrollton.  He 
served  as  prosecuting  attorney  during  the  years 
1877-80,  was  elected  a member  of  the  State  Sen- 
ate serving  from  1890  to  1893,  and  for  a time 
was  a member  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the 
State  Hospital  at  Massillon.  He  was  appointed 
judge  of  the  Common  Pleas  Court  in  1915  and 
was  elected  for  a full  term  in  1916. 

Judge  Eckley  for  a number  of  years  was  as- 
sociate editor  of  the  Carroll  Free  Press  with 
John  H.  Tripp.  He  Is  a director  of  the  Cum- 
mings Trust  Company,  is  a Republican,  has 
held  all  the  chairs  of  the  Masonic  Order,  is  a 
member  of  the  Rotary  Club  and  the  Presby- 
terian Church. 

July  10,  1879,  at  Carrollton,  he  married  Anna 
M.  McCoy,  daughter  of  Judge  and  Mrs.  William 
McCoy  of  Carrollton.  Her  father  though  for 
several  terms  Probate  Judge  of  Carroll  County 
was  best  known  as  an  educator,  being  founder 
of  the  college  at  Harlem  Springs,  Ohio.  Judge 
and  Mrs.  Eckley  have  two  children.  The  daugh- 
ter, Gretchen  McCoy,  is  the  wife  of  Fred  G. 
Craig  of  Cambridge.  Ohio.  The  son,  Frederick 
It.  Eckley  married  Mary  May  of  Columbus,  Ohio. 

John  E,  Ebebsole.  The  Eber9oles  have  been 
in  Carroll  County  for  twelve  decades.  They 
came  here  before  the  first  state  was  created 
from  old  northwest  territory,  and  the  succes- 
sion of  their  lives  has  been  impressed  by  and 
in  turn  has  impressed  all  the  events  and  de- 
velopments of  the  county. 

Ebersole  is  a name  that  occurs  again  and 
again  in  local  history. 

The  founder  of  the  family  was  John  Eber- 
sole. a name  that  has  been  repeated  through 
three  successive  generations.  John  Ebersole, 
a native  of  Pennsylvania,  about  1800  brought 
his  family  to  Carroll  County.  He  entered  land 
in  Washington  Township,  and  either  by  entry 
or  otherwise  acquired  more  than  a section.  He 
was  a real  pioneer  and  besides  improving  his 
land  hel  fieri  to  shape  other  affairs  in  his  com- 
munity. including  the  construction  of  roads  and 
the  establishment  of  churches  and  schools. 

Ills  home  was  long  identified  with  the  Eber- 
sole farm,  and  on  it  he  lived  out  his  life. 

The  maiden  name  of  his  wife  was  Elizabeth 
Etter.  and  their  children  were  named  Peter, 


Henry,  Polly,  Eva,  Sallie,  Mary  Elizabeth  and 
John. 

Of  the  second  generation,  Judge  John  Eber- 
sole was  bom  near  Humbelstown,  Daphln 
County,  Virginia,  February  13,  1793,  and  was 
about  seven  years  old  when  he  came  with  his 
parents  to  Carroll  County. 

His  boyhood  was  spent  on  the  Ebersole  home- 
stead, and  from  early  manhood  he  was  asso- 
ciated with  his  father  in  his  various  interests. 
On  October  22,  1822,  he  was  united  in  marriage 
with  Mrs.  Pamelia  Brown  of  Hanover,  O.  They 
located  in  Cleveland.  O.,  and  conducted  a hotel 
where  the  American  Hotel  now  stands.  His 
wife  only  lived  a little  over  a year,  and  on  ac- 
count of  her  death,  and  the  failing  health  of 
his  father,  he  returned  to  the  farm  and  assisted 
his  father  until  his  death.  His  mother  made 
her  home  with  him  during  the  remainder 
of  her  lifetime.  On  August  1,  1827,  Judge  Eber- 
sole was  married  to  Miss  Adaliza  Carmen  of 
Augusta,  O.  Three  children  were  bora  to  this 
union : Elizabeth,  who  died  In  early  woman- 

hood ; Margaret,  who  became  the  wife  of  Noah 
Westfall  of  Washington  Township,  and  Milton, 
who  died  in  infancy.  At  the  death  of  his  father 
Judge  Ebersole  inherited  one  hundred  and  sixty 
acres  or  more  of  the  homestead.  He  then  pur- 
chased enough  adjoining  land  to  make  four  hun- 
dred acres.  On  this  he  built  a fine  two-story 
brick  residence,  a large  commodious  barn,  a 
grist  mill,  carding  machine,  carriage  house  and 
other  buildings  and  improvements,  making  it 
the  best  equipped  farm  in  the  community.  His 
barn  was  conceded  to  be  the  best  barn  in  Carroll 
County.  Today  this  barn  stands  the  same  and, 
in  a splendid  state  of  preservation,  on  the  farm 
now  owned  by  John  Snively.  and  although  built 
almost  one  hundred  years  ago,  is  still  considered 
among  the  best  in  the  county.  Again  death 
entered  the  home  and  claimed  the  wife  and 
mother.  May  22,  1834,  Judge  Ebersole  was  mar- 
ried to  Susannah  Hewett,  who  was  bora  July 
8.  1811,  near  Washington,  Pa.,  and  in  early 
childhood  came  with  her  parents,  George  and 
Anna  Dager  Hewitt,  who  were  among  the 
pioneers  coming  from  Pennsylvania  and  locating 
in  Washington  Township,  Carroll  County.  Of 
his  third  marriage  there  were  six  children: 
Isabel  (deceased),  who  was  the  wife  of  Wayne 
Amos  of  Carrollton;  George  Hewett,  who  en- 
listed in  the  Union  army  August  15.  1861  (he 
was  a corporal  in  Company  F.  Thirty-second 
Regiment  of  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry  and  was 
drowned  May  1,  1863,  at  Vicksburg,  while  on 
duty  as  engineer  on  the  steamer  Horizon ; John 
Etter.  of  a following  paragraph;  Anna,  wife  of 
D.  Oliver  Rutan  of  Carrolton;  Millie,  who  mar- 
ried Richard  Baxter  of  Carrollton,  and  after 
his  death  married  George  Spooner  of  Cleveland, 
both  now  deceased ; and  Cora,  wife  of  Joseph 
Butler  of  Carrollton. 

Judge  Ebersole  was  a man  of  sterling  char- 
acter: he  made  the  most  of  his  education,  which 
was  the  best  the  country  afforded  at  that  time. 
In  boyhood  he  manifested  high  ideals  of  man- 
hood and  a marked  business  and  executive 
ability.  He  took  great  pride  in  his  home  and 
surroundings,  and  in  the  personal  appearance 
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of  himself  si  ml  family.  They  were  well  and 
neatly  dressed,  the  Judge  always  wearing  a silk 
hat  for  dress,  which  was  exceptional  in  those 
days.  His  personality  was  such  as  to  create 
respect  wherever  he  went,  and  with  his  keen 
sense  of  honor  and  justice,  won  for  him  the 
name  of  "Gentleman  John  Ebersole,”  by  which 
he  was  known  until  he  became  associate  judge 
of  Carroll  County,  in  which  capacity  he  served 
for  a number  of  years.  He  was  in  the  advance- 
ment and  good  of  the  community,  was  one  of 
the  first  men  to  advocate  the  erection  of  Car- 
roll  County,  and  in  1832,  in  company  with  Isaac 
Atkinson  and  others,  rode  horseback  through  to 
Columbus  to  intercede  for  its  creation,  and  it 
was  largely  through  their  influence  that  the 
bill  passed  the  legislature,  December  25,  1832, 
creating  Carroll  County,  with  the  seat  of  justice 
at  Centerville,  and  later  changed  the  name  to 
Carrollton.  Judge  Ebersole  prospered  in  his 
business  affairs.  He  dealt  largely  in  stock  of 
all  kinds,  but  particularly  in  horses,  buying 
and  driving  them  through  the  country  (then 
largely  woods)  to  market  at  Old  Philadelphia. 
On  his  various  trips  to  this  and  other  cities  he 
had  the  opportunity  of  purchasing  many  things 
for  the  home  and  family  which  could  not  be 
purchased  in  smaller  towns.  They  possessed 
the  first  wool  carpet  in  this  community,  the  uni- 
versal floor  covering  being  the  old-fashioned 
rag  carpet.  On  one  of  these  trips  to  Philadel- 
phia, Judge  Ebersole  purchased  what  is  yet 
sicken  of  by  older  citizens,  who  remember  it. 
as  the  finest  carriage  ever  seen  in  the  county. 
It  was  a highly  finished  closed  carriage,  with 
folding  steps,  beautifully  upholstered  and  with 
draperies  of  pearl  gray  satin  and  heavy  fringe. 
A team  of  fine  horses,  for  which  the  Judge  was 
noted,  and  a set  of  silver-plated  harness,  com- 
pleted the  turnout,  which  attracted  much  atten- 
tion and  admiration.  Judge  Ebersole  and  wife 
were  both  among  the  early  members  of  the 
Carrollton  Presbyterian  Church,  the  Judge  serv- 
ing as  elder  from  1*53  until  his  death  in  1S(»1>, 
and  all  their  children  became  members  of  this 
same  church.  In  1*58  Judge  Ebersole  retired 
from  the  farm  and  with  his  family  moved  to 
Carrollton.  He  purchased  the  brick  residence 
on  North  Lisbon  Street,  now  the  John  Wright 
residence.  He  also  purchased  thirty-five  acres 
of  land  on  the  op]*>site  side  of  the  street  from 
his  residence,  and  which  extended  from  North 
Lisbor  Street  over  to  the  railroad  and  as  far 
north  as  what  is  now  the  Fair  Grounds.  On 
this  land  was  a nice  grove,  known  as  "Ebersole 
Grove.*’  where  many  of  the  celebrations,  public 
meetings  ami  picnics  were  held.  This  land  is 
now  the  site  of  the  Albright  Chinn  Pottery.  L. 
& M.  Rubber  Works.  Carrollton  Novelty  Works 
and  many  residences. 

In  1851).  when  the  Carroll  County  Railroad 
was  sold  at  sheriff’s  sale.  Judge  Ebersole  bought 
one-fourth  of  the  road.  Henry  A.  Stidger  one- 
fourth.  and  James  Huston.  James  Cummings. 
Jacob  Helfrich  and  James  Cameron  the  other 
half.  The  new  company  oik* rated  under  the 
name  of  the  Carrollton  & Oneida  Railroad,  and 
was  operated  by  horse  power  until  !*(;<;.  when 
a charter  was  taken  out.  and  the  road  repaired 


and  equipped  with  a locomotive  built  in  Cleve- 
land. 

On  the  morning  of  June  18,  18t>b,  Judge  Eber- 
sole  was  suddenly  stricken  with  apoplexy  at 
his  home,  and  passed  away  a few  hours  later. 

In  1873  the  Ohio  & Toledo  Railroad  Com- 
pany made  proposals  to  extend  the  track  into 
the  new  coal  fields,  equip  the  road  with  "T” 
rails  and  put  on  first-class  rolling  stock,  with 
the  ultimate  purpose  of  building  on  to  Toledo 
or  other  Luke  Erie  i>ort,  providing  the  new 
company  were  given  the  old  roadbed  as  it  stood, 
and  the  people  of  Carrollton  donate  $45,UOO. 
In  1874  the  citizens  subscribed  $32,000  and  the 
Carrollton  & Oneida  Railroad  Company  donated 
its  track  and  right  of  way  to  the  Ohio  & Toledo 
Company,  receiving  no  return  therefor.  The 
one-fourth  interest  of  Judge  Ebersole  being  do- 
nated by  his  widow,  Susannah  liewett  Ebersole, 
who  died  February  2,  1884,  and  was  laid  to  rest 
by  the  side  of  her  husband,  Judge  Ebersole,  in 
Grandview  Cemetery,  Carrollton. 

John  Etter  Ebersole,  sou  of  Judge  John  and 
Susannah  liewett  Ebersole  and  grandson  of 
John  and  Elizabeth  Etter  Ebersole,  was  born  in 
Washington  Township.  Carroll  County,  January 
25,  1841,  and  grew  up  in  the  environment  with 
which  the  associations  of  the  Ebersole  family 
have  been  so  long  identified.  He  received  his 
early  education  in  what  was  known  as  "The 
Prick,”  the  only  brick  schoolliouse  in  the  county. 

At  the  age  of  seventeen  he  moved  to  Carroll- 
ton with  his  parents  and  entered  McCoy’s  pri- 
vate academy.  Alter  completing  his  education, 
for  a short  time  he  assisted  his  father,  who 
owned  a fourth  of  the  Carrollton  & Oneida 
Railroad  and  was  freight  agent  of  same.  A few 
years  previous  Hesikiah  1-ong  purchased  the 
Cochran  dry  goods  store,  which  was  located  in 
a large  frame  building  which  stood  on  the  pres- 
ent site  of  the  Wheeling  & Like  Erie  depot. 
Judge  Ebersole  going  bail  for  Mr.  Ixmg.  Being 
a fine  mechanic,  Mr.  Lmg  also  opened  a cabinet 
shop  in  the  same  building,  making  all  kinds  of 
furniture.  About  1801  Mr.  Long  failed  in  busi- 
ness. and  Judge  Ebersole  was  compelled  to  take 
the  business,  which  he  turned  over  to  his  son, 
John  E.  Ebersole,  who  closed  out  the  store,  but 
continued  the  making  of  furniture  until  August 
1,  1802,  when  Mr.  Ebersole  left  a growing  busi- 
ness and  entered  the  war,  enlisting  in  Company 
I of  the  Ninety -eighth  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry, 
under  Captain  R.  F.  Williams,  and  was  made  a 
sergeant  of  his  company.  He  received  his 
honorable  discharge  while  in  a hospital  at 
Quincy.  111.,  April  10,  1803.  on  surgeon’s  cer- 
tificate of  disability.  About  the  close  of  the 
war  Mr.  Ebersole  was  appointed  to  enroll  Rose 
and  Brown  townships.  Strong  objection  was 
made  in  Rose  and  part  of  Brown,  but  Mr.  Eber- 
sole was  equal  to  the  occasion  and  carried  out 
bis  task  in  spit e of  threats  against  his  life. 
After  the  war  he  engaged  in  the  hardware 
business  with  his  brother-in-law,  Wayne  Amos, 
tinder  the  name  of  Amos  & Ebersole.  On  Octo- 
ber 22.  1.833,  Mr.  Ebersole  was  married  to  Miss 
Nancy  Jane  Lyons,  the  ceremony  being  per- 
formed in  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  Carroll- 
ton by  Rev.  Mr.  Swaney.  Mrs.  Ebersole  was 
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the  eldest  daughter  of  Thomas  and  Eliza  Ann 
Kyle  Lyons.  Thomas  Lyons  was  born  in  Penn- 
sylvania in  September,  1790.  In  early  man- 
hood he  came  to  Ohio  and  settled  in  Harrison 
County,  near  Conotton.  On  January  1,  1811, 
he  was  married  to  Menie  Lowrie,  who  was 
born  in  1788.  To  this  union  there  were  eleven 
children,  as  follows:  Jane.  John.  William, 

Katharine,  Mathew,  Margaret,  Walter,  Thomas, 
Mary  Ann,  Cyrus  and  Elizaelen.  who  died  at 
the  age  of  six  years.  Menie  Lowrie  Lyons  died 
October  0,  1837,  and  on  February  19,  1839,  Mr. 
Lyons  was  married  to  Eliza  Ann  Kyle,  who 
was  born  November  14,  1811.  Four  daughters 
were  born  to  this  marriage.  Nancy  Jane  (Mrs. 
Ebersole)  was  born  January  20.  1840.  The 
other  daughters  were  Elizaelen.  who  still  lives 
in  Carrollton;  Amanda,  the  widow  of  Clark 
Harter,  of  East  Liverpool,  and  Emma,  who  died 
at  the  age  of  one  year.  In  1850  Mr.  Lyons  re- 
tired from  the  farm  and  moved  to  Carrollton, 
where  his  three  daughters  entered  Mrs. 
Swaney’s  private  academy.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lyons 
and  their  three  daughters  were  all  members  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  at  Carrollton.  Mrs. 
Lyons  died  in  1863.  Mr.  Lyons  was  a veteran  of 
the  War  of  1812.  He  lived  a retired  life  in  Car- 
rollton until  his  death  in  18 — . Roth  are  buried 
in  Grandview  Cemetery,  Carrollton.  Mrs. 
Ebersole  was  one  of  the  most  popular  young 
ladies  in  social,  musical  and  religious  circles. 
She  was  a teacher  in  the  Sabbath  school,  she 
possessed  a splendid  voice,  and  both  she  and 
Mr.  Ebersole  were  members  of  the  Presbyterian 
choir  for  many  years.  In  1865  Mr.  Ebersole 
bought*  a farm  of  eighty  acres  in  (’enter  Town- 
ship. one-half  mile  west  of  Carrollton.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Ebersole  had  a host  of  friends  and  their 
country  home  was  always  one  of  gracious  hos- 
pitality. and  in  the  culinary  art  Mrs.  Ebersole 
was  conceded  to  have  few  equals. 

Six  children  were  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Eber- 
sole: William  George  (deceased),  a sketch  of 

whose  life'  appears  at  the  close  of  this  history: 
Frank  Kyle.  John  Alvernon  (deceased)  and 
Thomas  Edgar,  all  of  whom  sketches  appear 
elsewhere  in  this  edition  (that’  of  John  Alver- 
non. in  the  sketch  of  liifc  widow). 

Elbert  Lyons,  who  married  Miss  Henrietta 
Welch  of  Ilornelsville.  X.  Y.,  was  for  a short 
time  prior  to  his  marriage  associated  with  his 
brothers.  F.  K.  and  J.  A.  Ebersole,  in  the  brick 
business  in  Boone.  Ia.  Since  their  marriage 
they  have  resided  in  Cleveland  and  Canton.  O., 
residing  at  the  latter  city  at  the  present  time. 
For  many  years  he  was  on  the  road,  erecting 
ice  machines  for  the  Arctic  Ice  Machine  Com- 
pany of  Canton.  O.  For  several  years  he  was 
sales  manager  of  the  Reo  Motor  Sales  Com- 
pany. and  since  disposing  of  his  interest  in  this 
firm  about  two  years  ago  is  proprietor  of  a bat- 
tery shop  and  auto  repair  in  Massillon.  O. 
Xanetta.  the  only  (laughter,  lives  with  her 
father  at  505  Main  street  X.  W.  She  is  a 
graduate  of  the  Carrollton  High  School  and 
was  a milliner  for  several  years.  While  active 
in  social  and  musical  circles,  she  is  best  known 
for  her  church  and  patriotic  service.  She  has 
been  a leader  in  Christian  Endeavor  work,  has 


served  as  a county  C.  E.  officer,  and  has  repre- 
sented the  society  in  county,  state  and  national 
conventions.  She  was  patriotic  instructor  of 
the  Sons  of  Veterans  Auxiliary  from  its  organi- 
zation until  she  resigned,  being  unable  to  attend 
on  account  of  her  father’s  illness.  During  the 
World  war  she  was  appointed  l\  S.  Marine 
Corps  recruiting  agent  for  the  district  of  Cin- 
cinnati. and  had  the  honor  of  being  the  most 
successful  lady  recruiting  agent  in  that  division. 
Since  her  father's  affliction,  almost  four  years 
ago.  Miss  Ebersole  has  devoted  her  entire  time 
in  caring  for  him  in  the  home. 

Mr.  Ebersole’ s enterprise  readily  took  him 
into  other  occupations  besides-  farming.  He 
raised  some  of  the  best  horses  in  Carroll  County, 
taking  many  first  premiums  at  different  fairs 
over  the  state.  He  was  a dealer  in  live  stock 
and  wool  with  I).  ().  Kutan.  Operated  a coal 
mine  on  his  farm  for  about  fifteen  years.  In 
1880,  associated  with  Edward  Hays  and  John 
Keeton  of  Harlem  Springs.  Mr.  Ebersole  began 
the  manufacture  of  hand-made  brick  on  his 
farm,  making  the  brick  for  the  fine  large  res- 
idence of  Hon.  Isaac  Taylor  (now  the  residence 
of  George  J.  Butler,  Main  Street).  In  1881 
they  purchased  one  of  the  first  dry  press  brick 
machines  made,  making  the  dry  press  brick  for 
the  handsome  residence  of  the  late  Dr.  Samuel 
Stock en  (now  the  residence  of  Thomas  J.  Salts- 
man  of  the  Cummings  Trust  Company).  In 
1882  they  moved  this  brick  machine  to  Harlem 
Springs,  making  the  brick  for  the  Methodist 
Church  of  that  place.  From  there  they  moved 
to  Amsterdam,  where  they  made  the  brick  for 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  after  which  they  re- 
turned to  the  Ebersole  farm.  In  1884  James 
Daniels  purchased  the  interest  of  Messrs.  Hays 
and  Seaton,  and  under  the  firm  name  of  Eber- 
sole & Daniels  they  erected  a factory  in  Car- 
rollton on  the  present  site  of  the  ice  plant  and 
creamery.  In  1886  they  purchased  an  Auger 
brick  and  tile  machine.  At  this  plant  they 
made  the  brick  for  the  Carroll  County  jail,  anil 
those  used  in  the  Court  House,  the  Presbyterian 
Church.  I idled  Presbyterian  Church  ami  many 
other  principal  brick  buildings  in  the  town. 
This  plant  was  operated  until  the  death  of  Mr. 
Daniels,  in  1902.  Most  of  the  young  men  about 
Carrollton  earned  their  first  dollar  at  the  Eber- 
sole & Ihmiels  brick  and  tile  plant,  it  being 
the*  only  factory  n the  town  for  many  years. 
When  the  old  Court  House  was  sold.  Mr.  Eber- 
sole bought  and  razed  it.  using  the  material 
for  various  uses.  In  1903  Mr.  Ebersole  retired 
from  the  farm  and  moved  to  Carrollton,  pur- 
chasing his  present  residence  at  505  Main  street. 

Mr.  Ebersole  is  a Republican  and  had  a long 
and  competent  record  of  service  in  the  City 
Council,  was  trustee  of  Center  Township,  and 
was  one  of  the  trustees  when  Grand  View  Cem- 
etery was  laid  out.  He  was  one  of  the  organ- 
izers of  the  Carroll  County  Fair,  and  a mem- 
ber of  its  board  when  the  Fair  Grounds  were 
bought.  While  on  the  farm  he  was  in  the  dairy 
business  for  ten  years.  For  more  than  twenty 
years  he  was  a member  of  the  Soldiers’  Relief 
Board,  and  for  about  fifteen  years  was  a mem- 
ber of  the  County.  Board  of  Charities  and  Cor- 
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rection,  serving  as  president  of  the  board  a good 
portion  of  the  time. 

On  October  22,  1913,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ebersole 
celebrated  their  golden  wedding  anniversary 
with  a dinner  at  noon  to  the  family  and  rela- 
tives, with  the  exception  of  the  bridesmaid*  and 
her  husband  and  another  guest  at  the  wedding 
fifty  years  ago,  being  guests  of  honor.  In  the 
evening  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ebersole  held  a public 
reception  in  their  home,  no  invitations  being 
issued.  About  one  hundred  and  fifty  friends 
assembled  to  extend  congratulations  and  re- 
freshments were  served  to  all. 

There  are  three  grandchildren,  Dorothy, 
daughter  of  John  Alvemon  (deceased),  and 
Grace  Cameron  Ebersole.  Miss  Ebersoie  assists 
her  mother  in  her  ladies’  furnishing  store  which 
she  conducts  in  the  block  she  recently  built  on 
the  square  adjoining  the  Cummings  Trust  Com- 
pany. Harry  M.  Ebersole,  son  of  Thomas  and 
Ruth  Miller  Ebersole,  who  did  service  in  the 
World  war  at  Camp  Joseph  E.  Johnston,  Jack- 
sonville, Fla.,  and  is  now  holding  a responsible 
position  with  Otis  & Company,  investment 
bankers,  of  Cleveland,  O.  Carl  H.  Ebersole, 
son  of  Dr.  William  George  Ebersole  (deceased) 
and  Ora  Stem  pie  Ebersole,  and  who  served  two 
yeurs  in  France  with  the  Lakeside  Hospital 
Unit,  the  first  of  the  A.  E.  F.  to  enter  the  World 
war.  He  is  now  with  the  Clark  Publishing 
Company  and  at  present  located  in  Detroit. 
There  is  one  great  grandchild,  Harold  Hainan, 
son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Harry  Ebersole  of  Cleve- 
land. 

About  fifteen  years  ago  Mr.  Ebersole  suffered 
a stroke  of  paralysis,  affecting  the  entire  left 
side,  and  for  sometime  was  bedfast,  but  grad- 
ually through  perseverance  he  became  able  to 
go  about  again,  but  with  little  use  of  his  left 
hand  and  arm.  On  July  19,  1916,  Mrs.  Eber- 
sole was  suddenly  stricken,  losing  consciousness 
in  a few  minutes,  from  which  she  never  rallied, 
and  {Kissed  awTay  July  25,  1916.  Hers  was  a 
life  of  service  and  devotion  to  her  home,  family, 
friends  and  church,  and  her  sudden  death 
caused  much  sorrow  wherever  she  was  known. 
She  was  a member  of  the  Carrollton  Presby- 
terian Church  for  fifty-five  years.  She  was 
laid  to  rest  in  the  mausoleum  in  Grandview 
Cemetery. 

In  September,  1917,  Mr.  Ebersole  suffered  an- 
other stroke  of  paralysis,  and  since  that  time 
has  been  bedfast,  unable  to  feed  himself  or 
change  his  position,  but  through  it  all  his  mind 
has  remained  good  and  he  Is  ever  patient  and 
cheerful,  always  glad  to  meet  and  greet  his 
friends.  Altogether,  Mr.  Ebersole  is  the  type 
of  citizen  worth  most  to  any  community,  in- 
terested not  only  in  his  private  affairs,  but  in 
every  cause  of  good  and  advancement. 

Dr.  William  George  Ebersole.  M.  D..  D.  D.  S., 
eldest  son  of  John  E.  and  Nancy  J.  Lyons 
Ebersole.  died  October  6.  1920,  in  his  home,  1894 
Koxbury  Road,  East  Cleveland,  after  having 
been  a patient  sufferer  from  complications 
caused  from  an  operation  for  appendicitis  about 
eight  years  previous.  Three  subsequent  opera- 
tions only  afforded  temporary  relief.  Dr.  Eber- 
sole was  born  at  Carrollton,  November  18,  1864. 


His  early  education  was  received  in  the  Car- 
rollton schools.  At  the  age  of  eighteen  he  be- 
came superintendent  of  the  Ebersole  & Daniels 
brick  and  tile  plant  at  Carrollton.  In  his 
twenty-first  year  he  entered  Ohio  Northern  Uni- 
versity, at  Ada,  spending  three  years  there.  In 
1887  he  took  up  the  study  of  law  with  the  firm 
of  Fimple  & Holder,  at  Carrollton.  On  Decem- 
ber 17,  1890,  he  was  married  to  Ora  Stemple, 
eldest  daughter  of  Levi  and  Mary  Gearheart 
Stemple,  of  Carrollton.  The  ceremony  was  per- 
formed by  Rev.  James  H.  Hawk,  who  also 
officiated  at  his  funeral  at  Carrollton.  Later  he 
took  up  the  study  of  medicine  and  dentistry,  and 
by  carrying  double  work  graduated  from  West- 
ern Reserve  Dental  College,  at  Cleveland,  in 
1896,  and  from  the  same  medical  college  in  1897. 
Shortly  after  the  completion  of  his  studies  he 
was  made  professor  of  oral  surgery  in  Western 
Reserve  Dental  College,  and  served  in  that 
capacity  for  several  years,  when  he  resigned 
to  devote  his  entire  time  to  his  practice,  which 
at  the  time  of  his  death  was  one  of  the  largest, 
most  successful  and  thoroughly  ethical  practices 
iu  the  country.  He  was  the  originator  of 
humanitarian  dentistry  and  the  method  of  trans- 
planting teeth,  an  organizer  of  the  National 
Mouth  Hygiene  Association,  and  established  the 
first  clinic  in  the  schools  of  Cleveland  for  the 
treatment  and  preservation  of  the  teeth  of 
school  children.  So  successful  were  these  clinics 
that  his  assistance  was  sought  to  establish 
similar  clinics  in  many  cities  throughout  the 
United  States.  Being  a recognized  authority, 
he  was  sought  to  lecture  at  most  of  the  state 
and  national  dental  conventions,  aud  was  also 
the  author  of  many  articles  published  in  the 
dentil  1 journals  which  attracted  wide  attention. 
In  1910  the  doctor  was  elected  president  of  the 
Cleveland  Dental  Society,  and  in  1911  was 
elected  president  of  the  Northern  Ohio  Dental 
Association,  the  second  oldest  dental  associa- 
tion in  the  world.  In  1909  he  was  elected 
chairman  of  the  Oral  Hygiene  Committee  of  the 
National  Dental  Association,  aud  in  1912  secre- 
tary and  treasurer  general  of  the  National 
Mouth  Hygiene  Association.  Dr.  Ebersole  was 
several  times  honored  by  his  profession  in 
recognition  of  his  service  to  his  profession  and 
to  humanity.  One  token  which  the  doctor 
prized  very  highly  was  a beautiful  gold  pin 
which  the  Cleveland  Dental  Society  had  espe- 
cially designed  for  him  a few  years  before  his 
death.  This  pin  contained  a large  diamond  set 
in  gold,  and  underneath,  in  platinum,  was  a 
figure  presenting  the  Good  Samaritan  giving  the 
cup  of  cold  water,  and  the  words,  “In  His 
Name,”  while  on  the  other  side  was  engraved. 
“Presented  to  Dr.  Ebersole  by  the  Cleveland 
Dental  Society,  in  recognition  of  his  service  to 
humanity."  At  the  doctor’s  death  this  same 
organization  begged  leave  to  have  a wax  mask 
taken,  that  they  might  have  a bronze  bust 
made  of  the  doctor. 

Funeral  service  in  Cleveland  was  held  at  the 
Windemere  Presbyterian  Church,  of  which  Dr. 
Ebersole  was  an  elder.  Rev.  Ruff,  his  pastor  and 
close  personal  friend,  officiating.  The  Cleveland 
Dental  Society  attended  in  a body.  Something 
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of  the  high  esteem  in  which  the  doctor  was 
held  by  all  who  knew  him  was  evidenced  by 
the  large  assembly*  at  the  church,  the  beautiful 
personal  tribute  paid  to  him  by  his  pastor  and 
church,  and  the  overwhelming  number  of  beau- 
tiful floral  offerings  from  all  parts  of  the  coun- 
try. The  body  was  brought  to  Carrollton  and, 
on  account  of  illness  of  his  father  in  the  home, 
was  taken  to  the  home  of  his  brother,  F.  K. 
Ebersole,  where  service  was  held,  after  which 
he  was  laid  to  rest  in  the  mausoleum  at  Grand- 
view Cemetery,  Carrollton.  He  is  survived  by 
his  wife  and  son,  Carl  H.  Ebersole,  Cleveland; 
his  aged  father,  John  E.  Ebersole,  and  one  sis- 
ter, Miss  Nanetta,  with  three  brothers,  Frank 
K.  and  Thomas  E.  of  Carrollton,  and  Elbert  L. 
of  Canton.  Dr.  Ebersole’ s life  was  a model  of 
marked  devotion  and  service  not  only  to  his 
family  and  friends,  but  to  humanity. 

Thomas  E.  Ebersole  has  been  a resident  of 
Carroll  County  from  the  time  of  his  birth,  is  a 
representative  of  a well-known  pioneer  family 
of  the  county  and  is  now  a progressive  and 
successful  exponent  of  farm  enterprise  in  Center 
Township.  He  was  born  in  Center  Township, 
on  the  1st  of  December,  1870,  and  is  a son  of 
John  E.  Ebersole,  of  whom  individual  mention 
is  made  on  preceding  pages  of  this  volume,  by 
reason  of  which  fact  it  is  unnecessary  here  to 
offer  further  data  concerning  the  family  history. 

Thomas  Edgar  Ebersole  early  learned  the  les- 
sons of  practical  industry,  in  connection  with 
the  activities  of  the  home  farm,  and  in  the 
meanwhile  made  good  use  of  the  advantages 
offered  by  the  public  schools,  including  the  high 
school  at  Carrollton.  His  independent  career 
has  been  marked  by  close  and  effective  identi- 
fication with  agricultural  and  live  stock  in- 
dustry, and  his  well  improved  farm  comprises 
14(1  acres,  upon  which,  in  1012,  he  erected  his 
present  modern  and  commodious  residence.  For 
a number  of  years  Mr.  Ebersole  gave  special 
attention  to  the  raising  of  the  best  type  of 
Berkshire  swine,  but  after  about  fourteen  years 
of  specializing  in  this  line  of  stock  breeding  he 
gradually  reduced  his  operations.  lie  still 
raises  a due  quota  of  live  stock  on  his  farm  and 
has  attaint'd  marked  success  also  in  the  raising 
of  pure-bred  Minorca  jxmltry.  His  jKditical  sup- 
port is  given  to  the  Republican  party  and  be 
and  his  wife  hold  membership  in  the  Presby- 
terian Church. 

On  the  7th  of  September.  1892.  Mr.  Ebersole 
married  Miss  Ruth  Etta  Miller,  who  was  born 
in  Washington  Township,  this*  county.  April  13. 
1870.  a daughter  of  Henry  W.  and  Sarah 
( Strayer  \ Miller,  both  likewise  natives  of  Car- 
roll  County,  where  the  former  was  born,  in 
Harrison  Township.  July  4,  1842,  and  the  latter 
on  the  14th  of  May,  1845.  I*wi  Miller,  grand- 
father of  Mrs.  Ebersole,  was  a young  man  when 
he  came  to  Carroll  County,  where  he  became  a 
pioneer  farmer,  and  who  later  conducted  a gro- 
cery business  at  Carrollton.  His  first  wife, 
whose  maiden  name  was  Julia  A.  Riley,  died 
when  about  thirty  years  of  age.  and  both  he 
and  his  second  wife,  whose  maiden  name  was 
Mary  Houck,  and  the  name  of  whose  first  hus- 


band was  Buck,  were  residents  of  Carrollton 
at  the  time  of  their  death,  both  having  been 
communicants  of  the  Lutheran  Church.  Levi 
Miller  was  born  in  what  is  now  Monroe  Town- 
ship, Carroll  County,  November  11,  1808,  and 
was  a son  of  Henry  and  Elizabeth  (Reader) 
Miller,  the  former  a native  of  Germany,  and 
the  latter  of  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania, 
where  their  marriage  was  solemnized,  and 
whence  they  came  to  Ohio  and  settled  In  what 
is  now  Carroll  County  in  or  somewhat  prior 
to  the  year  1807.  They  lived  up  to  the  full 
tension  of  frontier  life  and  Mr.  Miller  served 
as  a soldier  in  the  War  of  1812.  He  and  his 
wife  here  passed  the  remainder  of  their  lives, 
and  of  their  six  children  Levi  was  the  eldest. 

Levi  and  Julia  A.  (Riley)  Miller  became  the 
parents  of  five  children,  and  of  the  number 
Henry  W.  was  the  only  one  who  attained  to 
venerable  years,  he  having  come  into  possession 
of  his  father’s  old  homestead  farm,  in  Wash- 
ington Township,  and  having  developed  the 
same  into  one  of  the  valuable  properties  of  the 
county.  He  married  Miss  Sarah  Strayer,  a 
daughter  of  John  and  Ruth  (Johnson)  Strayer, 
who  were  pioneers  of  Carroll  County  and  here 
remained  until  their  death. 

Mrs.  Ebersole  was  afforded  the  advantages  of 
the  Liberty  Hall  School,  in  Washington  Town- 
ship. and  has  a wide  circle  of  friends  in  her 
native  county,  so  that  her  pleasant  home  has 
become  kuown  as  a center  of  gracious  hos- 
pitality. Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ebersole  became  the 
parents  of  two  children:  John  William,  who 

was  born  May  IK,  1894,  died  at  the  age  of  nine 
weeks.  Harry  Miller  Ebersole  was  bom  Novem- 
ber 7.  1806.  and  his  early  educational  advan- 
tages Included  those  of  the  Carrollton  High 
School  and  a course  in  a business  college  in  the 
city  of  Canton.  He  now  holds  a responsible 
clerical  position  in  the  office  of  the  Otis  Com- 
pany. an  important  investment  banking  concern 
in  the  city  of  Cleveland.  In  May.  1918,  he 
entered  the  nation’s  military  service  in  connec- 
tion with  the  world  war.  and  his  service  of 
about  seven  months  was  at  Camp  Joseph  E. 
Jolmston,  Jacksonville.  Florida.  The  maiden 
name  of  his  wife  was  Minnie  Shaffer,  daugh- 
ter of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  George  Shaffer,  of  Cleve- 
land. Ohio. 

Frank  Kyle  Emersolk.  Frank  Kyle  Eber- 
sole. one  of  the  Advisory  Board  of  the  publica- 
tion of  the  History  of  Carroll  and  Harrison 
Counties,  has  been  closely  identified  w’ith  the 
business  and  civic  progress  of  Carrollton  for 
over  twenty  years. 

He  was  born  in  Carrollton  March  6.  1867,  son 
of  John  E.  and  Nancy  J.  Ebersole.  He  was 
reared  and  educated  in  Carrollton  and  in  1888. 
at  the  age  of  twenty-one.  engaged  in  the  live- 
stock and  machinery  business.  In  1893  he 
moved  to  Iowa,  and  for  two  years  was  in  the 
brick  making  business  at  Boone,  while  from 
1895  to  1898  he  was  associated  with  his  nrother. 
J.  A.  Ebersole.  in  the  hardware  business  at 
DesMoines. 

After  returning  to  Carrollton  in  1899.  Mr. 
Ebersole  conducted  a farm  and  a dairy  until 
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190*.  llis  capital  a ml  enterprise  were  then 
turned  in  a direction  that  resulted  in  much 
industrial  benefit  to  Carrollton.  In  1909  he 
installed  the  first  ice  plant  in  that  city  and  in 
1911  organized  the  Carrollton  Creamery,  op- 
erating in  connection  with  the  ice  plant.  The 
creamery  was  sold  to  the  Canton  Cold  Storage 
Company  in  1915  and  the  ice  plant  to  Joe 
Miller  in  1920.  Thus  relieved  of  his  responsi- 
bility in  local  industrial  affairs.  Mr.  Kbersole 
assisted  in  1920  to  organize  the  First  National 
Hank  of  Carrollton  and  is  one  of  its  charter 
members  and  on  the  Hoard  of  Directors.  At 
present  he  is  owner  of  a large  stock  and  dairy 
farm  adjoining  the  city  limits  of  Carrollton. 

In  ixditics  he  is  a progressive  republican. 
November  4.  1902.  at  Carrollton  he  married 
Fmln  1 mu  Sterling,  daughter  of  M.  C.  and  Jane 
Klizabeth  (Atkinson)  Sterling.  Her  father  is  a 
well-known  druggist  in  Carrollton. 

William  Thomas  Fluky,  who  is  the  present 
probate  judge  of  Harrison  County,  was  horn  in 
Short  Creek  Township.  Harrison  County.  Ohio, 
on  September  2S.  1*5*.  and  has  lived  in  the 
county  all  his  life.  In  every  community  there 
are  always  some  citizens  who  per  force  of  their 
natural  endowments,  coupled  with  a determina- 
tion to  achieve  something  worth  while  in  the 
battle  of  life,  have  become  successful  in  their 
undertakings  and  been  h<Md  in  high  esteem  by 
their  co- workers  and  fellow  citizens  generally. 
It  is  of  such  a one  that  this  biography  will 
treat.  Of  his  immediate  ancestry  it  may  be 
said  that  he  is  the  fifth  son  of  William  W.  ami 
Klizabeth  (Kelly)  Perry.  The  grandfather  was 
William  II.  Perry,  who  was  the  son  of  a Revo- 
lutionary soldier. 

William  W.  Perry  was  the  father  of  six  chil- 
dren: John  II.  Perry,  a Civil  war  veteran,  who 
died  in  1911:  James  A.  Perry,  who  died  in 
190*;  Albert  K.  Perry,  who  died  in  1912:  Sam- 
uel K.  Perry,  who  died  in  infancy:  William  T. 
Perry,  of  this  notice:  and  Joseph  I).  Perry. 

The  father.  William  W.  Perry,  was  a soldier 
of  the  Civil  war  in  Company  F of  the  One 
Hundred  and  Seventieth  Ohio  Regiment,  and 
diet!  in  1*05  from  the  effects  of  the  Maryland 
Heights'  battle.  His  widow.  Klizabeth  Perry, 
died  in  March.  1900.  at  the  advanced  age  of 
ninety-two  years. 

Judge  William  T.  Perry  was  educated  in  the 
common  schools  of  his  native  county,  and 
studies!  at  home  completing  a college  course, 
reciting  on  Saturdays  to  the  professors  in  Hope- 
dale  College  and  New  Athens  College,  though 
never  matriculating  as  a student  in  either  of 
these  institutions.  In  1*75  he  began  teaching 
school  in  Harrison  County,  continuing  until 
1SS3,  when  he  moved  from  near  Cadiz  to  Jewett 
and  organized  the  Jewett  High  Schools,  taking 
charge  of  the  same  for  a period  of  seven  years. 
In  1**5  he  m-eived  on  examination  the  first 
state  certificate  ever  issued  to  a resident  of 
Harrison  County.  He  served  as  teacher's  ex- 
aminer in  Harrison  County  for  eight  years — 
tlie  last  eight  years  of  his  teaching. 

Hut  Mr.  Perry  bad  an  ambition  to  b<M*omo  a 
lawyer  and  had  studied  with  that  end  in  view 


until  March  7.  1**7.  when  lie  was  admitted  to 
the  liar  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  Ohio  on  ac- 
tual examination,  receiving  the  second  honor 
of  his  class.  He  studied  law  at  home  and 
under  the  tutorage  of  John  C.  (Jiviu  and  John 
N.  (larvin,  two  eminent  attorneys  of  the  county 
seat  town.  Cadiz. 

On  October  1.  1*90.  he  oinuied  his  law  office 
in  Cadiz,  Ohio,  and  has  practiced  law  ever 
since.  In  the  autumn  of  1*1)3  lie  was  elected 
prosecuting  attorney  of  the  county,  and  held 
the  office  from  January  1.  1*94.  to  January  1. 
1900.  In  1912  he  was  elected  probate  judge  of 
Harrison  County,  and  has  held  the  office  ever 
since,  being  re-elected  to  a third  term,  which 
will  expire  February  9,  1925.  Considering  the 
imjjortance  of  this  office  in  a county  like  Har- 
rison this  three  term  incumbency  bespeaks  much 
for  the  ability,  promptness  and  accuracy  with 
which  Mr.  Perry  has  dispatched  business  in  the 
Probate  Court  of  the  county,  where  the  estates 
of  scores  and  hundreds  of  the  citizens  of  the 
• unry  ; re  at  stake. 

Politically  Judge  Perry  is  and  always  has 
been  since  old  enough  to  cast  his  vote  a repub- 
lican. has  been  active  in  campaign  work,  in  de- 
mand as  a speaker  in  political  party  work,  in 
church.  Sunday  school  and  social  gatherings, 
as  well  as  in  the  temjierance  movements  of  the 
state  and  county.  He  is  what  may  be  termed 
“an  active  dry  on  the  temperance  question.’’ 
Fraternally  let  it  be  stated  that  Judge  Perry 
is  an  honored  member  of  the  Masonic  bodies 
of  the  county,  the  Knights  Templar,  the  Shrine, 
the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  the 
Knights  of  Pythias  and  Sons  of  Veterans.  In 
religious  faith  he  is  a Methodist  Episcopal  ad- 
herent. 

Judge  Perry  was  united  in  marriage  Sep- 
tember 2,  1S78,  to  Miss  Mary  J.  Blackburn, 
eldest  daughter  of  John  H.  and  Addie  (Gran- 
ville) Blackburn,  of  Tappan,  Ohio,  and  unto 
this  marriage  were  born  four  children:  William 
Clyde  Perry,  a public  accountant  of  Akron. 
Ohio:  John  Hinton  Perry,  of  Oklahoma:  Mary 
K.  Perry,  wife  of  K.  R.  Hoagland,  of  Uhrichs- 
ville.  Ohio:  and  Charles  B.  Perry,  an  attorney- 
at-law  of  Newton  Falls,  Ohio.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Perry  have  four  grandchildren — Charles  MeC. 
Hoagland.  Irma  H.  Hoagland,  Hinton  Hoagland. 
all  of  I’hrichsville.  Ohio,  and  William  T.  Perry. 
Jr.,  of  Akron.  Ohio.  William  C.  Perry  was 
married  to  Virginia  McDennitt,  of  Canton. 
Ohio:  Mary  K.  Perry  was  married  to  Earl  R. 
Hoagland,  of  near  Cadiz,  Ohio:  and  Charles 
Bingham  Perry  married  Mary  Clark,  of  Cadiz, 
Ohio. 

It  may  justly  be  added  that  Judge  Perry 
counts  his  friends  by  the  one  word — Legion. 

I'-msha  McGi'ikk  was  the  kind  of  character, 
exemplified  the  type  of  manhood,  and  lived  the 
daily  life  that  must  always  prove  an  inspiration 
to  all  who  regard  substance  as  more  than  show, 
and  integrity  as  more  important  than  material 
wealth. 

He  was  one  of  the  last  of  the  real  pioneers  of 
Carroll  County  to  pass  away.  His  family  was 
rontenvporary  with  the  Beattys,  the  McCooks. 
the  Shobers,  the  Cogsils,  the  Atkinsons  and 
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others.  His  father.  John  McGuire,  was  of  the 
rugged  Scotch-Irish  ancestry  which  i>eopled  and 
gave  character  still  largely  maintained  to  the 
mountain  and  hill  districts  of  the  old  Virginias 
and  Carolinas.  John  McGuire  as  a young  man 
moved  out  of  Virginia  to  the  Northwest  terri- 
tory, and  settled  in  what  afterwards  became 
Jefferson  County.  Ohio.  September  29,  1803. 
he  married  Miss  Sarah  Milligan,  and  located 
on  a farm  near  Steubenville.  John  McGuire 
and  wife  had  a family  of  six  sons  and  three 
daughters.  In  1816  the  family  moved  to  what  is 
now  Union  Township  in  Carroll  County,  on  the 
farm  afterwards  known  as  the  old  Jake  Everhart 
farm  and  still  later  as  the  George  Kail  farm. 
This  farm  adjoins  Angonquin.  Their  home  was 
virtually  in  the  wilderness  there  until  1828, 
when  the  family  located  at  Centerville,  now 
Carrollton. 

Elisha  McGuire  was  fifth  among  the  children 
of  John  McGuire  and  wife.  He  was  born  De- 
cember 4,  1812,  and  was  therefore  four  years 
of  age  when  brought  to  Carroll  County.  His 
was  the  environment  of  a real  pioneer.  With 
growing  strength  and  years  he  took  his  share 
in  the  clearing  of  the  timber  and  the  working 
of  the  fields.  In  after  life  he  admitted  that  the 
aggregate  of  years  sj»ent  in  school  under  a mas- 
ter was  less  than  six  months.  The  schools  he 
atteuded  were  conducted  on  the  subscription 
plan,  and  the  schoolhouses  were  log  cabins,  with 
puncheon  floors,  split  log  benches  and  greased 
paper  windows,  and  a fireplace. 

He  was  sixteen  when  the  family  moved  to 
Centerville,  and  at  that  time  was  bound  out  to 
a trade,  being  indentured  to  John  Morrison,  the 
general  blacksmith  and  wagon  maker  of  East 
Springfield.  After  three  years’  apprenticeship 
he  worked  as  a journeyman  two  years  in  Spring- 
field  and  Steubenville.  In  1833,  the  year  Carroll 
County  was  organized  and  Centerville  under 
the  new  name  of  Carrollton  became  a Court 
House  town,  he  opened  a wagon  and  plow  shop 
there,  and  was  more  or  less  actively  connected 
with  this  work  all  his  remaining  years.  He 
was  an  active,  athletic,  vigorous  young  man.  full 
of  life  and  energy  and  fully  endowed  with  an 
inherited  spirit  of  progress  and  “gift  of  gab” 
from  bis  strain  of  Irish  ancestors.  A promi- 
nent factor  and  figure  on  muster  days  and 
known  throughout  four  counties  for  his  shrewd 
common  sense,  his  good  fellowship,  his  progres- 
sive business  and  working  qualities,  and  as  “a 
man  who  could  stock  twelve  plows  a day” — no 
title  Mr.  McGuire  earned  during  his  long  and 
useful  life  gave  him  more  satisfaction  than  the 
achieving  of  the  one  mentioned,  it  being  con- 
sidered a fair  day's  work  to  stock  three  plows. 

T u 1846  ^*r.  McGuire  was  chosen  by  the  demo- 
crats as  their  candidate  for  sheriff,  and  al- 
though Carroll  County  was  strongly  a whig 
countv  the  ponulnrity  of  the  Scotch-Irish  wheel- 
wright elected  him  a second  term.  That  was 
a vigorous  canvass  and  the  candidate  traversed 
the  county  north,  south,  east  and  west  on  horse- 
back, there  being  no  decent  wagon  roads  in 
those  days.  After  the  expiration  of  his  second 
term  he  returned  to  his  manufacturing  interests 
and  also  established  a foundry — the  only  one 
between  Steubenville  and  Canton — for  the  cast- 


ing of  plew-|K>ints,  farm  bells,  stoves  (which 
were  then  coming  into  general  use),  hollow- 
ware  and  anything  needed  for  which  it  was  pos- 
sible to  make  a pattern. 

In  1852  Elisha  McGuire  established  “Mc- 
Guire’s United  States  Mail  and  Stage  Une” 
from  Steubenville  to  Massillon  with  a daily  line 
of  four-horse  stages  over  the  State  Rood — now 
Main  Street.  Disposing  of  this  route  to  the 
Ohio  Stage  Company  he  devoted  his  time  to 
the  mail  and  stage  routes  connecting  Carrollton 
with  Wheeling,  New  Lisbon.  Cadiz,  New  Phila- 
delphia. Wellsville.  Summlttsville  and  other 
I>oints.  This  service  continued  until  the  grow- 
ing system  of  railroads. 

Always  on  active  progressive  business  man 
and  enjoying  an  enviable  patronage,  his  very 
nature  precluded  his  ever  amassing  any  consid- 
erable wealth.  He  was  too  progressive  to 
hoard:  money  meant  nothing  except  for  invest- 
ment In  the  aid  of  enterprise  and  this  spirit 
was  maintained  until  his  death.  Charles  A. 
Dana’s  motto  of  “Move  on,  Move  on.”  could  well 
have  been  Elisha  McGuire’s:  nothing  was  al- 
lowed to  stand  still  which  he  hod  the  means, 
influence  or  physical  power  to  aid  forward. 
He  lost  money  heavily  in  the  re- incarnation  of 
the  old  “elderberry  branch”  Carrollton  & Oneida 
Railroad,  and  under  the  new  name  of  the  Ohio 
& Toledo  Railroad  he  was  its  president  and 
general  manager.  This  line  formed  the  nucleus 
and  made  possible  the  later  Cleveland.  Canton  & 
Southern  Une.  now  part  of  the  Wheeling  & Lake 
Erie  Railway.  He  and  his  associates  began 
their  task  with  only  “two  streaks  of  rust  and  a 
right  of  way”  ten  miles  long.  Mr.  McGuire  and 
General  Eckley  devoted  years  of  hard  work  and 
thousands  of  dollars  only  to  see  the  result  of 
their  labors  and  untiring  efforts  enrich  others. 
It  was  characteristic  of  lmth  men  that  no  sign 
of  regret  ever  escaj)ed  them  over  the  lack  of 
reward  or  wage  hardly  earned  and  justly  due. 
They  had  secured  the  town  a “sure  enough” 
railroad — no  matter  for  personal  losses  and  mis- 
understood plans  and  work  of  theirs. 

During  the  Civil  War  Mr.  McGuire  was  es- 
jjecially  active  in  aid  of  recruiting  and  the  work 
of  forwardng  supplies  from  home  to  volunteers. 
During  1862-63-64  he  made  frequent  trips  to  the 
western  army,  in  which  the  Ninety-eighth  Regi- 
ment Ohio  Volunteers  served,  and  of  which  regi- 
ment his  son  and  son-in-law  were  members  as 
well  as  a number  of  Carroll  County  men.  On 
each  of  these  trips  he  carried  a large  quantity 
of  supplies  for  the  soldiers  which  had  been 
gathered  by  patriotic  citizens  of  the  community. 
He  had  the  acquaintance  and  the  personal  friend- 
ship and  esteem  of  Ohio’s  famous  and  greatly  be- 
loved war  governor,  David  Tod. 

In  1875  he  was  the  democratic  nominee  for 
representative,  and  made  a vigorous  fight  against 
an  overwhelming  republican  majority.  Several 
times  he  was  chosen  a member  of  the  Board  of 
Education  in  spite  of  politics  and  the  repub- 
lican precinct  in  which  he  lived.  Thus  democrats 
and  republicans  respected  and  admired  the 
rugged,  strong,  outspoken  character  of  “Uncle 
Lisha”  and  no  personality  could  have  been 
missed  more  deeply  from  the  town  where  he 
lived  so  many  years.  For  six  years  he  was  pro- 
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prletor  of  the  old  Beatty  House,  later  the 
Hoopes,  and  enjoyed  a just  popularity  as  a land- 
lord. 

Despite  the  fact  that  his  politics  differed  from 
the  strong  majority  of  the  citizens  of  his  town- 
ship. his  neighbors  took  delight  in  honoring  him 
with  offices  of  trust.  He  was  the  most  open 
and  outs|x>ken  friend  of  the  new  school  project 
when  the  building  of  the  new  Union  schools  was 
a local  issue.  As  a member  of  the  Board  of 
Education  he  was  the  moving  spirit  in  the  first 
Teachers’  Institute  held  there  and  through  his 
energy  and  hard  work  these  institutes  were  for 
a number  of  years  more  successful  and  pro- 
ductive of  more  good  in  Carroll  County  than  in 
any  other  county  in  eastern  Ohio. 

Mr.  McGuire’s  social  and  family  relations 
were  of  the  pleasantest  nature — his  family  con- 
nection being  perhaps  the  largest  in  this  town- 
ship. A trace  of  his  Scotch  ancestry  developed 
itself  lierhajis  in  Uncle  Lisha’s  making  it  more 
or  less  a clan — not  an  unfriendly  and  depreda- 
tory clan,  but  a hospitable  clan — a clan  for  the 
promotion  of  good  fellowship,  family  and  neigh- 
borly feeling,  and  of  which  “The  McGuire”  was 
early  the  chief  and  leading  spirit  about  which  all 
delighted  to  center.  An  outspoken,  kindly  man. 
sincere  in  his  likes  and  dislikes  temi>ered  by  the 
characteristic  of  forming  no  unreasonable  dis- 
likes, earnest,  sincere  and  aggressive  for  the 
right  as  he  saw  the  right ; he  lived  a long,  active 
and  useful  life  which  made  a lasting  impress 
upon  the  community.  It  was  in  the  eighty-sev- 
enth year  of  his  age  and  almost  at  the  end  of 
the  century  when  he  passed  away  May  11,  1899. 

Himself  a strong  man,  he  was  the  founder 
of  a strong  raice.  When  he  died,  besides  his  own 
children,  lie  was  survived  by  sixteen  of  the 
twenty-six  grandchildren  born,  by  twenty-five 
out  of  twenty-eight  great-grandchildren,  so  that 
forty-five  direct  descendants  mourned  his  pass- 
ing. His  own  children  are  now  all  gone,  the  last 
surviving  Elisha  McGuire  nearly  twenty  years. 

In  1838,  then  a young  wheelwright  and  plow 
maker,  he  murried  Miss  Hannah  Baxter,  daugh- 
ter of  a promlueut  old  Center  Township  family. 
She  preceded  her  husband  to  the  grave  by  five 
years,  passing  away  June  5,  1894,  some  six  years 
after  they  had  celebrated  their  golden  wedding. 
She  was  the  mother  of  nine  children,  two  of 
whom  died  in  childhood.  The  seven  who  grew 
up  were:  Elizabeth,  w’ho  married  Robert  Stew- 
art. and  reared  her  family  In  Iowa;  Mary,  who 
became  the  wife  of  Major  Robert  F.  Williams, 
and  died  May  16,  1994;  Emma,  who  was  the 
wife  of  Willi,  in  Bright,  of  Wellsville;  Edith,  who 
became  the  wife  of  James  P.  Whitcraft  and  died 
December  14,  1914;  Lieut.  Richard  McGuire, 
who  was  wounded  at  Chattanooga,  Tennessee, 
and  was  brought  home  by  his  father  and  died 
at  the  family  home  October  16,  1863;  Annie,  who 
became  the  wife  of  John  W.  Gould,  and  died  in 
1906;  and  Frank  W.  McGuire,  who  passed  away 
Septemlier  27,  1918. 

Robert  Forbes  McCauley.  Numbered  among 
the  successful  agriculturists  of  Harrison 
(Vanity,  the  late  Robert  Forbes  McCauley  of 
Monroe  Township  accumulated  during  his  life- 
time a competency  and  left  a valuable  farm 
and  good  name  to  his  family.  He  was  born 
in  Monroe  Township,  Harrison  County,  Ohio, 
September  27.  1852,  a son  of  Robert  McCauley. 


and  grandson  of  Robert  McCauley  and  his  wife 
Mary  (Booth)  McCauley,  who  had  three  chil- 
dren, Namely:  Margaret,  Samuel  and  Robert. 
Of  these  children  of  the  graudfather,  Margaret 
and  Robert  came  from  Ireland  to  the  United 
States  in  1832,  ut  which  time  Robert  McCauley 
was  seventeen  years  of  age  as  he  was  born  in 
Ireiand,  March  17,  1815.  They  settled  at  once 
in  Monroe  Township,  Harrison  County,  and 
liought  eighty  acres  of  land.  The  following 
year  their  parents  and  Samuel  joined  them, 
and  ail  sjient  the  remainder  of  their  lives  in 
this  township. 

Robert  McCauley  was  the  only  one  who  left 
descendants.  Samuel  McCauley  never  married, 
and  while  Margaret  was  married  to  Alexander 
McCauley,  she  had  no  children.  They  were  all 
consistent  memliers  of  the  l'resbyteriou  Church, 
and  they  were  of  Scotch-1  rish  descent  from 
County  Tyrone,  Ireland.  The  wife  of  the  sec- 
omi  Robert  McCauley  Inire  the  maiden  name  of 
Sarah  Forbes,  and  she,  too,  was  born  in  Ire- 
land, a daughter  of  Thomas  and  Sarah  (John- 
son ) Forbes.  The  children  born  to  Robert  and 
Sarah  McCauley  were  as  follows:  Booth,  who 
married  Elizabeth  Smiley;  Sarah  Jane,  who 
never  married ; Robert  F.,  whose  name  heads 
this  review.  This  generation  also  belonged  to 
the  Presbyterian  Church. 

Robert  F.  McCauley  attended  the  district 
schools  of  Monroe  Township,  and  lived  at  home 
until  he  was  married  on  May  6,  1880,  to  Sadie 
A.  Brown,  a daughter  of  James  and  Rebecca 
(Evans)  Brown.  James  Brown  was  born  in 
Monroe  Township,  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  Feb- 
ruary 12,  1834,  and  his  wife  was  born  August 

I,  1836.  For  many  years  they  were  engaged 

in  farming  in  Monroe  Towmship.  Their  chil- 
dren were  as  follows:  John.  Sadie,  Annie  E., 

Laura  E.,  Robert  D.,  Mary  Ida,  Emma,  Eliza- 
beth. James  Edmond  and  Bell  Jane.  The 
Browns  were  Methodists.  The  paternal  grand- 
parents of  Mrs.  McCauley  were  John  and  Sarah 
(Davis)  Brown,  natives  of  Ireland.  John 
Brown  came  to  the  United  States  as  a young 
man,  and  was  one  of  the  pioneers  of  Monroe 
Township,  Harrison  County,  Ohio.  John  Brown 
and  his  wife  had  the  following  children:  Mar- 
garet, George,  Joseph,  William,  Samuel,  David, 
.lames,  Jeremiah  and  Hester  Ann.  They,  too. 
were  Methodists. 

After  their  marriage  Mr.  and  Mrs.  McCauley 
came  to  the  farm  now  owned  by  Mrs.  McCauley, 
which  Is  near  Bowerston,  in  Monroe  Township, 
Harrison  County,  Ohio,  and  contains  160  acres. 
On  it  Mr.  McCauley  carried  on  general  farming 
and  stock-raising  until  his  death,  which  oc- 
curred November  26,  1902.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
McCauley  had  two  children:  Olive  M.  and  Ida 

J.  The  latter  was  marred  to  L.  C.  Price  and 
lives  at  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania.  Since  the 
death  of  Mr.  McCauley,  Mrs.  McCauley  and 
her  daughter,  Olive  M.,  have  continued  to  live 
on  the  farm.  Mr.  McCauley  was  a supporter 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  but  his  widow  and 
daughters  Wong  to  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church.  He  was  a Blue  Lodge  Mason,  belong- 
ing to  the  lodge  at  Leesville,  Ohio.  A man  of 
the  highest  principles  he  lived  up  to  them  and 
was  recognized  as  a person  of  fine  character 
and  pleasant  manner,  and  left  behind  his  many 
friends  in  addition  to  his  family,  to  mourn  his 
loss. 
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
